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PREFACE. 


This work is given to the Church of JesuB Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
snd to the public in pursuance of the commandment of God. 

As oonoemiug the manner of translation and correction, it is evident, 
from the MSS, and the testimony of those who were oonversant with the 
foots, that it was done by direct revelation from God. 

It was begun iD June, 1830, and was finished July 2, 1833. 

Joseph Smith was born in Dec., 1805, and was, at the finishing of the 
MSS. of ih.s work, in the 23th year of his age. 

The MSS., at his death, in 1844, were left in the hands of his widow, 
where they remained until the spring of 1866, when they were delivered to 
Wm. Marks, \. L. Rogers, and Wm. W. Blair, a Committee appointed by the 
Annual Ci > n fore nee, of April, I860, to procure them for publication; and 
were by lhem, delivered to the Committee of Publication, consisting of 
Joseph Smith, Israel L. Rogers, and Ebcnezor Robinson, and are now pre¬ 
sented as (hey came into our hands. 

It is declared in the Book of Mormon that “many plain and precious 
parts” have been taken away from the Bible: 

“For behold, they have taken numy from the gospel of the Lamb, many 
part r which are plain and most precious ; and also many covenant# of the 
Lord have been taken away; and all this have they done, that they might 
pervert the right ways of the Lord; that they might blind the eyeB and 
harden the lieurts of tho children of mon : wherefore, thou seest that after 
the book hath gone forth through the hands of the great and abominable 
church, tlmt there aro many plain nnd precious things taken away from the 
book, which is the hook of tho Lamb of God; and after these plain and 
precious things wore taken away, it goeth forth unto all the nations of the 
flontiles.”—I Book of Nc.phi, iii, 40—Book of Mormon. 

This declaration is fully sustained by the following quotations from history, 
relative to the transmission of the Bible. 

Prof. Wm. Whiston, in bis translation of the works of Flavius Josephus, 
in a nolo to chap. 11 of Book 9, Ant. Jews, in referonoe to a quotation, pro¬ 
fessed ly from Nuhum, says : 

"Tly which quotation wo learn what he himself always asserts, viz; that 
ho made use of the Ilohrow original, (and not of the Greek version ;) as also 
wo learn, tluvt his Hebrew copy considerably differed from ours.” 

Dupin Bays in his “Complete History of tho Canon and Writers of the 
Books of the Old and Now Testament:" 

"St. Jerome, in his commentary upon tho 40lh ohapter of Ezekiel, says : 
‘When wo translate tho Hebrew woras into Latin, we aro sometimes guided 
by conjecture.' ” 

Again ho says : “ When Origen observed that there was less in the Greek 
than in tho flobrow, ho did supply it from the version of Theodotion, and 
put an asterisk or star to it, to signify that this was to illustrate what was 
obscure. St. Jerome makes frequent mention of tho additions, corrections f 
and hu DTK actions mado in the vorsionB of the Septuagint, by Origon. • • ■ 
St. Jnruuio says iu tho profaco to his commentary on Daniel, that in all, 
both the Greek and Latin ohurohos, both in those iD Syria and in Egypt, 
the edition of Origon iB mado use of.” 

Again, Dupin says: "By the carelessness of the transcriber*, and soma 
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timei of those who set them at work, the asterisks being cither misundcr- 
stood, or entirely left oat in some places, the additions of Theodotioo were 
confounded with the version of the Septuagint, which perhaps moved St. 
Jerome to say that Origen had oomipted and confounded the version of the 
Septuagint." 

Dupin continues : “In short we must oonfess that there Are many differ¬ 
ences betwixt the Hebrew text and the version of the Septuagint, whioh 
arise from the corruption and confusion that are in the Greek version we 
now have. It is oertain that it hath been revised divers times, and that 
several authors have taken liberty to add thereunto, to retrench and correcl 
divers things. That in the first centuries there were different editions, and 
that corrections have been inserted from the versions of Theodotion and 
others, which made St. Jerome say with reason, that in his time the version 
of the Septuagint was nowhere to he found in its purity. * * • It is mere 
superstition to assert, as some authors do, that tho Hebrew text which we 
have at present is not corrupted in any place, and that there is no fault, nor 
any thiDg left out, and that wo must indisputably follow it at all times. 
This is not only to speak without all evidenoe, and contrary to all proba¬ 
bility, but we have very good proof to the oontrary, for in the first plaoe 
there are differences betwixt the oldest of the Hebrew copies which tho 
MassoriteB have observed, by that which they oalled Keri and Eetib, and 
putting one of the readings in the text and the other in the margin, we have 
the different readings of the Jews of the East and the Jews of the West, of 
the Ben Asher and Ben Naphtali, and the manusoript oopies of the Bible 
are not always alike." 

This "Complete History of the Canon," 4o., says : " The Conncil of Trent, 
(held in 1540,) when it declared the vulgar version authentic, did not thereby 
declare it as done by divine inspiration, neither as a piece conformable in 
all respeots to the original texts, or free from all errors. * * • Notwith¬ 
standing the care and precaution of the Masaorites and Jews who have wrote 
or printed the Hebrew Bibles, there are still a great many differences be¬ 
tween the manuscripts aDd printed Bibles, as Buxtorfe has observed in hiB 
Rabbinical Library, and Capelle after him. There are differences in the 
puuctuation about the consonants, and whole words and verses, which shows 
that let them be never so diligent, it is impossible but some faults will slip 
in, either in the copying or printing of a work. * * * Nor oao it be said 
for certain that all those books which are oited in the Holy Scriptures 
were of divine inspiration. *Tis a medium and middle way that ought to 
be followed, according to the opinion of the fathers, who have acknowledged 
tljat there may be some books divinely inspired, and others of human com¬ 
position among those that arc cited iu the canonical books. * * * It car*- 
not be said that no fault has crept into the scriptures by the negligence or 
inadvertency of the transcribers, or even by the boldness of those who have 
ventured to strike out, add, or change somo words which they thought neces¬ 
sary to be omitted, added or changed. This is the common fate of all books, 
from which God has not thought fit to exempt even the sacred writings. 
From hence have proceeded those various and different lections between the 
Greok copies of the books of the New Testament, which began to appear in 
the first ages of the church, and are still continued." 

Says Dupin : “ We do not find that the two greatest men of the church, 1 
mean Origen and St. Hierom, who had searched the anoient copies of the 
scriptures with so much care and dilligcnce, and have visited so many 
ohurohes in tho East, havo ever spoken of the originals of the New Testa¬ 
ment, written with tho hands of tho apostles, which they would not have 
failed to do if there had been any in their time." To account for lhi3, Dupin 
continues, "But it hath been alroady made to appear, elsewhere, that it is 
uo wonder that the primitive Christians, who had not a regular body of a 
ftate iu whioh they lived, and whose assemblies, on the oontrary, were ftiri- 
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uusly disturbed by the Jews and pagans, had lost the oriyinale of their 
booke.” From the same work we take the following: “In the primitive 
ages there was no talk of reading the Holy Scriptures in the originals; any 
copy whatover, providod it was used in the orthodox churches, might be 
relied upon as if it had been the first original, written with the hands of the 
apoBtles." 

l>upin continues : “The oritios hove sometimes reformed the text, because 
they looked upoD it ob faulty; they have met with a sense that shocked them 
in the text, and which might be reformed by taking atony one single word; 
tlioy havo determined that the toxt ought to read so and so, and have boldly 
corrected the text upon a mere conjecture. The oopiors or the regulators of 
the copies have taken a great deal of liberty upon this respect being pur¬ 
sued—that thoy should do some service in explaining it more clearly, 
but sometimes have determined the text by suoh words as give it quite 
another sense** 

“ St. Chrysostom observes : The Jews having been at some times careless and 
negligent, and at other times profano, they suffered some of the sacred books 
to be lost through their carelessness, and havo burnt and destroyed others.”— 
Simone* Crit. Hist. N. Test. 

“ The common version of the Bible was printed in A. D. 1611. The only 
printed editions of tho Greek Testament at that time were Cardinal 
Xiinenea', printed A. D. 1514; Erasmus’, in 1516; Stephens’, 1546, and 
JJeza’s, in 1562, with some editions taken from these; substantially the same 
may bo said of the Old Testament. King James’ Translation was made from 
no uniform edition whatever. Although there is, by authority, a standard 
English edition of the Bible, there is no standard Hebrew or Greek toxt for 
tho original of that version. That called the * rccoived text/ is the text of 
Erasmus, which is a version of the Latin Vulgato compared with the Greek 
text. This edition was corrected sovcrally, by Stephens, Beza and Elzevir, 
and published by the latter, at Leyden, in Holland, in 1624, thirteen years 
aflcr King James’ translation was published. In tho compilation of this 
‘received text/ Erasmus consulted but eight MSS., only one of Revelations; 
all of which copies woro later than the tenth century. The manusoript of 
Revelations was but a pnrtial one. To- supply what was wanting, be trans¬ 
lated the Latin of the Vulgate into Greek, to supply the deficiencies, to make 
up tho ‘received text.*”— March’s Introduction, Yol. 2, p. 846, and Penn*t 
Annotations. 

It is also declared in the Book of Mormon, touching the restoration of the 
Soripturee: “Wherefore the fruit of thy loins shall writo; and the fruit of 
tho loins of Judah shall writo; and that which shall he written by the fruit 
of thy loins, and also that which shall bo written hy tho fruit of the loins of 
Judah, shall grow togethor, unto tho confounding of false doctrines, and 
laying dowu of contentions, and establishing peace among the fruit of tby 
loins, and bringing them to the knowledge of their fathers in the latter 
days; and also to tho knowledge of my covenants, saith tho Lord.”— 
2 Nephi ii. 1. 

And again: “And tho angel spake unto me, saying, these last rcoords 
which thou hast seen among tho Gentiles, shall establish tho truth of the 
first, which are of the twelve apostles of the Lamb, and shall make known 
tho plain and precious things whioh have been takon away from them ; and 
shall make known to all kindreds, tongues and peoplo, that the Lamb of 
God is tho Son of tho Eternal Father, and tho Saviour of the world; and 
that all uion must come unto him or they cannot be saved; and they must 
come acoording to tho words which shall he established by the mouth of the 
Lamb.”—1 Nephi iii. 43. 

In the Book of Dootrino and Covenants, Seo. 22, p. 9, we road as follows : 
“ And now, Moses, my son, I will speak unto yon oonoerning this earth npon 
whioh thou standost; and thon shalt write these things whioh I shall speak, 
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and in a day when the children of men shall esteem my words as naught, 
and Lake many of them from the book which thou shalt write, behold I will 
raise up another like unto thee, and they shall be had again among the chil¬ 
dren of men; among as many eb shall believe.” 

Again in Sec. 42, p. 15 : “ Thou shalt ask, and my scriptures shall be 
given as I have appointed, and they shall be preserved in safety; and it is 
expedient that thon ehouidst hold thy peace concerning them, and not teach 
them until ye have received them in full. And I give unto yon a command 
ment, that then ye shall teach them nnto all men ; for they shall be taught 
unto all nations, kindreds, tongues and people.”

rpiIE words of God whiob he spake onto Moses, at a time when Moses was 
_L ouught up into an exceeding high mountain, and he saw God face to 
fuco, and he talked with him, and the glory of God was upon Moses; there¬ 
fore Moses could endure his presence. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, saying, Behold, I am the Lord God Almighty, 
and endless is my name, for I am without beginning of days or end of years; 
and is not this endless? 

:i And behold, thou art my son, wherefore look, and I will show thee the 
wurkmanship of mine hands, but not all; for my works are without end, and 
also my words, for they never cease; wherefore, no man can behold all my 
works except he behold all my glory ; and no man can behold all my glory, 
and afterwards remain in tho flesh, on the earth. 

4 Aud I have a work for thee, Moses, my eon; and thou art in the simili¬ 
tude of mine Only Begotten ; and my Only Begotten is and shall be the Sa¬ 
viour, for he is full of grace and truth; but there is do God beside mo; and 
all things aro present with me, for I know them all. 

6 And now, behold, this one thing I show unto thee, Moses, my son; for 
thou art in the world, and now I show it unto thee. 

ft And it cama to pass, that Moses looked and beheld the world upon which 
ho was created. And as Moses beheld the world, and the ends thereof, and 
all tho children of men, which are and which were created; of the same he 
greatly marvelled, and wondered. And the presence of God withdrew from 
Moses, that his glory was not upon Moses ; and Moses was left unto him¬ 
self; and as hu was left unto himself, he fell unto the earth. 

7 And it cainu to pass, (hat it was for the space of many hours before 
Muses did again receive his natural strength like UDto man ; and he said 
unto himself, Now, for this cause, I know that man is nothing, whioh thing 
I never had supposed; but now mine eyes have beheld God; but not mine 
natural but my spiritual eyes, for mine natural oyes could not have beheld, for I 
should have withered and diod in his presence; but his glory was upon me, 
and I beheld his face, for I was transfigured before him. 

8 And now it enmo to pass, that when Moses had said these words, behold, 
Satan cumo tempting him, saying, Moses, sou of man, worship me. And 
it came to pass that Moses looked upon Salon, and said. Who art thou, for 
behold I a in a son of God, in the similitude of his Only Begotton ; and 
where is thy glory, that I should worship Lhee ? For, behold, I oould not 
look upon God except his glory should ooino upon me, and I were trans¬ 
figured before him. But I can look upon thee in the natural man. Is it 
not so surely ? 

9 Blessed be the name of my God, for his Spirit hath not altogether with¬ 
drawn from me; or else where is thy glory, for it is darkness unto me, and 
I oan judge between thee and God ; for God said UDto me, Worship God, 
for him only shall lliou sorve. Gel theo heuee, Satan, deceive me not; for 
God said unto mo, Thou art after tho similitude of rnino Only Begotton. 

10 Aud ho also gave unto me commandment, when he oalled unto mo oat 
of the burning bush, saying, Call upon God in the name of rnino Only Be¬ 
gotten, and worship me. 
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11 And again, Mosea said, I will notecase to call upon God. I have 
other things to enquire of him ; for his glory has been upon me, and it is 
glory unto me ; wherefore, I oan judge between him and thee. Depart hence, 
Satan. 

12 And now, when Moses had said these words, Satan cried with a load 
voice, and went upon the earth, and commanded, saying, I am the Only 
Begotten, worship me. 

13 And it came to pass, that Moses began to fear exceedingly : and as he 
began to fear, he saw the bitterness of hell; nevertheless, calling upon God 
he received strength, and he commanded, saying, Depart hence, Satan ; for 
this one God only will I worship, which is the God of glory. 

14 And now, Satan began to tremble, and the earth shook, and Moses re¬ 
ceived strength and called upon God in the name of the Only Begotten* 
saying to Satan, Depart hence. 

15 And it came to pass, that Satan cried with a loud voice, with weeping, 
and wailing, and gnashing of teeth, and departed hence ; yea, from the 
presence of Moses, that he beheld him not. 

16 And now, of this thing Moses bore record; but because of wickedness, 
it is not had among the children of men. 

17 And it came to pass, that when Satan had departed from the presence 
of Moses, that Moses lifted up his eyes unto heaven, being filled with the 
Holy Ghost, which benreth record of the Father and the Son ; and calling 
upon the name of God, he beheld again his glory ; for it rested upon him, 
and he heard a voice, saying, Blessed art thou, Moses, for I, the Almighty, 
have chosen thee, and thou slia.lt be made stronger than many waters : for 
they shall obey thy command even as if thou wert God. 

18 And lo, I am with thee, even unto the end of thy days, for thou shalt 
deliver my people from bondage; even Israel my chosen. 

19 And it came to pass, as the voice was still speaking, he cast his eyes 
and beheld the earth ; yea, even all the face of it; and there was not a parti¬ 
cle of it which he did not behold, discerning it by the Spirit of God. And 
he beheld also the inhabitants thereof, and there was not a soul which he 
beheld not, and he discerned them by the Spirit of God, and their numbers 
were great, even as numberless as the sand upon the sea shore. And he 
beheld many lands, and each land was called earth ; and there were inhabit¬ 
ants on the face thereof. 

20 And it came to pass, that Moses called upon God, saying, Tell me, I 

E ray thee, why these things arc so, and by what thou madest them? And 
ehold the glory of God was upon Moses, so that Mosea stood in the 
presence of God, and he talked with him face to face. 

21 And the Lord God said unto Moses, For mine own purpose have I made 
these things. Here is wisdom, and it remaineth in me. And by the word 
of my power have I created them, which is mine Only Begotten Son, who is 
full of grace and truth. And worlds without number have I created, and 
I also created them for mine own purpose; and by the Son I created them, 
which is mine Only Begotten. And the first man of all men hare I called 
Adam, which is many. But only an account of this earth, aud the inhabitants 
thereof, give I unto you; for behold there are many worlds which have 
passed away by the word of my power; and there are many also which now 
stand, and numberless are they unto man ; but all things arc numberod unto 
me ; for they are mine, and I know them. 

22 And it came to pass, that Moses spake unto the Lord, saying, Be meroi- 
ful unto thy servant, 0 God, and toll me concerning this earth, and the in¬ 
habitants thereof; and also the heavens, and then thy servant will be 
oontent. 

23 And the Lord God spake unto Moses, saying, The heavens, thoy are 
many and they oannot be numberod unto man, but they arc numbered nnto 
me, for they are mine; and as one earth shall pass away, and the heavens 
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thereof, even so shall another come; and there is no end to my works, 
neither »n my words; for this is iny work and my glory, to briDg to pass 
the immortality, and eternal life of innn. 

24 And.now, Moses, my Bon, I will speak unto you concerning this earth 
upon which you stand; and you shall write the things which I shall speak. 
Ajid in a day whon the children of men shall esteem ray words as naught, 
and tnko many of thorn from the book which you shall write, behold I will 
raise up anoLhor liko unto you, and they shall be had again among the 
children of meu, among oven as many as shall believe. 

25 These words were spoken unto Moses in the mount, the name of which 
shall not be known among tho children of men. And now they are (pokes 
onto you. Amen. 
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CHAPTER L 
ffisUrry of the creation. 

A N1) it came to pass, that the Lord 
spake unto Moses, saying, Be¬ 
hold, 1 reveal unto you concerning 
th ib heaven and this earth ; write the 
words which I speak. 

2 I am the Beginning and the End; 
tho Almighty liod. By mine Only 
Begotten I created these things. 

3 Yea, in tho beginning I created 
the heaven, and the earth upon which 
thou Blandest. 

■1 And the earth was without form, 
and void ; and I caused darkness to 
;ome up upon the face of the deep. 

5 And my Spirit moved upon tho 
face of the water, for I am God. 

0 And I, God, said, Let there be 
light, and there was light. 

7 And I, God, saw the light, and 
rhal light was good. And I, God, 
divided Iho light from tho darkness. 

8 And I, God, called tho light day, 
and live darkness I called night. 
And Ibis I did by tho word of my 
power; and it was done ns I spake. 
And tho ovening and tho inoruing 
were Iho first day. 

9 And again, I, God, said, LoL there 
bo a Ormainont in the midst of tho 
water; and it was so, even as [ spake. 
And I said, Lot it divide the waters 
from the waters; and it wad done. 

10 And I, God, made the Grmament, 
and divided the waters; yea, the 
great waters under the Gruiauient, 
from the wators which wore above tho 
firmament; and it was 90, even as I 
spake. 

11 Aud I, God, called tho firmaineut 
heaven. And the evening uad tho 
morning were tho second day. 

12 And I, God, said, Lot tho wators 
under the heaven be gathered togothcr 
unto one plaoo; and it was so. And 
I, God, said, Let there be dry land ; 
and il was bo. 


13 And I, God, called the dry land 
earth ; and tho gathering together of 
tho waters oalled I the sea. 

14 And I, God, saw that all thing* 
which I had made were good. 

15 And I, God, said, Let the oarth 
bring forth grass; the herb yielding 
seed; the fruit tree yielding fruit 
after his kind; and the tree yielding 
fruit, whose seed should be in iLsolf, 
upon the earth ; and it was so, even 
as I spake. 

16 And the earth brought forth 
grass; every herb yielding seed after 
his kind ; aud the tree yielding fruit, 
whoso seed should bo in itself, after 
his kind. 

17 And I, God, saw that all things 
which I had made were good. And 
tho evening and morning were the 
third day. 

IS And I, God, said, Let there bo 
lights in tho firmament of the heaven, 
to divide the day from the night ; 
and lot them bo for signs and for 
seasons, and for days and for years , 
and lot them be for lights in the fir¬ 
mament of the heaven, to give light 
upon the earth; and it was 90 . 

19 And I, God, mado two great 
lights ; the greater light to rule the 
day, and the lesser light to rule the 
night; and the greater light was the 
sun, and the lesser light was the 
moou. 

20 And tho stars also wore mode, 
even according to my word; and 1, 
God, set thorn in tho firmament of the 
heaven, to givo light upon the earth ; 
and the sun to rulo over the day, and 
tho moon to rulo ovor the uight, and 
to divido tho light from tho darkness. 

21 And I, God, saw that all things 
which I had made were good. And 
the evening and the morning were 
tho fourth day. 

22 And I, God, said, Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly, the moving 
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creature llull hath life, and fowl 
which may fly above tho earth, in the 
open firmament of heaven. 

23 And I, God, created great whales, 
and every living creaturo that moveth, 
which the watera brought forth 
abundantly, after their kind; and 
every winged fowl, after hia kind. 

24 And I, God, eaw that all things 
which I had created were good; and 
I, God, blessed them, saying, Be fruit¬ 
ful, and multiply, and fill the waters 
in the aca, and let fowl multiply in 
the earth. And tho evening and the 
morning were the fifth day. 

25 And I, God, said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature, after 
his kind ; cattle and creeping things, 
and heasts of tho earth, after their 
kind ; and it was so. 

26 And I, God, made the beasts of the 
earth, after their kind; and cattle 
artcr their kind; and everything 
which creepeth upon the earth, after 
his kind. And I, God, saw that all 
these things were good. 

27 And I, God, said unto mine Only 
Begotten, which was with me from 
the beginning, Let us make man in 
our image, after our likeness; and it 
was so. 

28 And I, God, said, Let them have 
dominion over the fishes of the sea, 
and over the fowl of the air, and over 
the cattle, and over all the earth, and 
over every creeping thing that creep¬ 
eth upon the earth. 

29 And I, God, created man in mine 
own image, in the image of mine Only 
Begotten created I him; male and 
female created I them. 

30 And I, God, hleased them, and 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and multi¬ 
ply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it; and have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over every living 
thing that moveth upon the earth. 

31 And I, God, said unto man, Be¬ 
hold, I have given you every herb, 
bearing seed, which is upon the face 
of all tho earth ; and every tree in 
the whioh shall be the fruit of a tree, 
yielding seed; to you it shall be for 
meat. 

32 And to every beast of tho earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
everything that creepeth upon the 
earth, wherein I grant life, there 


Bhall he given every clean herb foi 
meat; and it was so, even as I spake. 

33 And I, God, Baw everything 
that I had made, and behold, all 
things which I had made were very 
good. And the evening and the 
morning were the sixth day. 

CHAPTER H. 

The history of the creation continued — Mar- 
riagt instituted—The day of rest. 

HUS the heaven and the earth 
were finished, and all the host of 
them. 

2 And on the seventh day, I, God, 
ended my work, and all things which 
I had made; and I rested on the 
seventh day from all my work; and 
all things which I had made were 
finished. And I, God, saw that they 
were good. 

3 And I, God, blessed the seventh 
day, and sanctified it, because that 
in it I had rested from all my work, 
which I, God, had created and made. 

4 And now, behold, I say unto you, 
that these are the generations of the 
heaven, and of the earth, when they 
were created in the day that I the 
Lord God made the heaven and the 
earth, and every plant of the field 
before it was in the earth, and every 
herb of the field before it grew; 

5 For I, the Lord God, created all 
things of which I have spoken, 
spiritually, before they were natu¬ 
rally upon the face of the earth ; for 
I, the Lord God, had not caused it 
to rain upon the face of the earth. 

6 And I, the Lord God, had created 
all the children of men, and not yet 
a man to till the ground, for in hea¬ 
ven created I them, and there was 
not yet flesh upon the earth, neither 
in the water, neither in the air: 

7 But I, the Lord God, spake, and 
there went up a mist from the earth, 
and watered the whole face of the 
ground. 

S And I, the Lord God, formed man 
from the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life : and man became a living 
soul: the first flesh upon the earth, 
the first man also; 

9 Nevertheless, all things were be- 
foro created, but spiritually were 
they created and made, according to 
my word. 

10 And I, the Lord God, planted a 
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CHAPTER III. 


garden eastward in Eden ; and there 
I pot the man whom I had formed. 

11 And out of the ground, made I, 
the Lord Ood, to grow overy tree na¬ 
turally, that is pleasant to the sight 
of man, and man could behold it, 
and it became also a living soul; for 
it was spiritual in the day that I 
oreatod it; for it remaincth in the 
sphere in which I, God, created it; 
yea, even all things which I prepared 
for the use of man; and man saw 
that it was good for food. 

12 And I, the Lord God, planted 
the tree of life also, in the midst of 
the garden; and also the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil- 

13 And I, the Lord God, caused a 
river to go out of Eden, to water the 
garden ; and from thence it was 
parted, and hecaine into four heads. 

14 And I, the Lord God, called tho 
name of tho first Pison, and it com- 
passeth the whole land of Havilah, 
where I, tho Lord, created much 
gold ; and tho gold of that land was 
good, and thero was bdellium, and 
the onyx stone. 

15 And tho name of the second 
river was called Gihon, the same thaL 
compasseth the whole land of Ethio¬ 
pia, 

16 And the name of the third river 
was Hiddekel, that which goeth to¬ 
ward the east of Assyria. 

17 And the fourth river was Eu¬ 
phrates. 

18 And I, tho Lord God, look the 
man, and put him into the garden 
of Eden, to dross it, and to keep it. 

19 And I, the Lord God, com¬ 
manded the man, saying, Of every 
tree of tho garden thou mayest freely 
eat; 

20 But of tho tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shalt not cat 
of it; 

21 Nevertheless, thou mayest choose 
for thyself, for it is given unto thee; 
but remember that I forhid it; 

22 For in the day thou eatest theroof 
thou shalt surely die. 

23 And I, tho Lord God, said unto 
inino Only Begotten, that it was 
not good that tho man should he 
alone ; 

24 Wherefore, I will make an help 
meet for him. 

2f And out of the ground, 1 tho 


Lord God, formed every beast of the 
field, and every fowl of the air; and 
commanded that they should come 
unto Adam, to see what he would call 
them. 

26 And they were also living souls; 
for I, God, breathed into them the 
breath of life, and commanded that 
whatsoever Adam called every living 
creature, that should he the name 
thereof. 

27 And Adam gave names to all 
oattle, and to the fowl of the air, and 
to every beast of the field; hut as 
for Adam, there was not found an 
help meet for him. 

28 And I, the Lord God, caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, and 
he slept, and I took one of his ribs, 
and closed up the flesh in the stead 
thereof; and the rib, which I, the 
Lord God had taken from man, made 
I a woman, and brought her unto the 
man. 

29 And Adam said, This I know 
now is bone of my bones, and flesh 
of my flesh. She shall he oalled wo¬ 
man, because she was taken out of 
man. 

30 Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife; and they shall 
he one flesh. 

31 And they were both naked, tho 
man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed. 

CHAPTER III. 

Rebellion of Satan — Man’s agency, tempta¬ 
tion and fall. 

ND I, the Lord God, spake unto 
Moses, saying, That Satan whom 
thou hast commanded in the name 
of mine Only Begotten, is the same 
which was from the beginning; 

2 And he came before me, saying, 
Behold I, send me, I will be thy Son, 
and I will redeem all mankind, that 
one soul shall not he lost, and surely 
I will do it; wherefore, give me thine 
honour. 

3 But hehold, my beloved Son, 
which was my beloved and chosen 
from tho beginning, said unto mo; 
Father, thy will bo done, and the 
glory bo thino for ever. 

4 Wherefore, because that Satan 
rchclled against me, and sought to 
destroy the agency of man, which I, 
tho Lord God, had given him ; and 
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also that I should give unto him 
mine own power; by the power of 
mine Only Begotten I caused that 
he should be oast down, and he be¬ 
came Satan; 

5 Yea, even the devil, tho father of 
all lies, to deoeivo, and to blind men, 
and to lead them captive at his will, 
even as many as would not hearken 
unto my voice. 

6 And now, the serpent was more 
subtle than any beast of the field, 
which I, the Lord God, had made. 

7 And Satan put it into the heart 
of the serpent, for he had drawn 
away many after him; and he sought 
also to beguile Eve, for he knew not 
the mind of God; wherefore, he 
sought to destroy the world. 

8 And he said unto tho woman, Yea, 
hath God said, Ye shall not eat of 
every tree of the garden. And ho 
spake by the mouth of the serpent. 

9 And the woman said unto the 
serpent. We may eat of the fruit of 
the tree9 of the garden; but of the 
fruit of the tree which thou bcholdest 
in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said, Ye shall not eat of it, nei¬ 
ther shall ye touch it, lest ye die. 

10 And the serpent said unto the 
woman, Ye shall not surely die; for 
God doth know, that in the day ye 
eat thereof, then your eyes shall he 
opened, and ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil. 

11 And when the woman saw that 
the tree was good for food, and that 
it beeamo pleasant to the eyes, and a 
tree to he desired to make her wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat; and gave also unto her husband 
with her, and he did eat. 

12 And the eyes of them both wero 
opened, and they knew that they 
had been naked ; and they sewed fig 
leaves together, and made themselves 
aprons. 

13 And they heard the voice of tho 
Lord God, as they were walking in 
the garden, in the cool of the day. 

14 And Adam and his wife went to 
hide themselves from the presence of 
the Lord God, amongst the trees of 
the garden. 

15 And I, the Lord God, called unto 
Adam, and said unto him, Where 
goest thou ? And he said, I heard 
thy voice, in the garden, and I was 


afraid, because I beheld that I was 
naked, and I hid myself. 

16 And I, the Lord God, said unto 
Adam, Who told thee mot thou wast 
naked ? Hast thou eaten of tho tree 
whereof I commanded thee that thou 
shouldet not eat, if so thou shouldst 
surely die? 

17 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest me, aDd com¬ 
manded that she should remain with 
me, she gave me of the fruit of the 
tree, and I did eat. 

18 And I, the Lord God, said unto 
tho woman, What is this thing which 
thou hast done ? 

19 And the woman said, The ser¬ 
pent beguiled me, and I did eat. 

20 And I, the Lord God, said unto 
the serpent, Because thou hast done 
this, thou shalt he cursed above all 
cattle, and above every beast of the 
field; upon thy belly shalt thou go, 
and dlist shalt thou cat all the days 
of thy life ; 

21 And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman; between thy 
seed and her seed; and he shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel. 

22 Unto the woman, I, the Lord 
God, said, I will greatly multiply thy 
sorrow, and thy conception ; in sor¬ 
row thou shalt bring forth children, 
and thy desire shall be to thy hus¬ 
band, and he shall rule over thee. 

23 And unto Adam, I, the Lord 
God, said, Because thou hqst heark¬ 
ened unto the voice of thy wife, and 
hast eaten of the fruit of tho tree, of 
which I commanded thee, saying, 
Thou shalt not eat of it, cursed shall 
be the ground for thy sake; in sorrow 
shalt thou eat of it all the days of 
thy life; 

21 Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee ; and thou shalt 
eat tho herb of the field ; 
i 25 By the sweat of thy face shall 
thou eat bread, until thon shall 
return unto the ground, for thou 
shalt surely dio; for out of it waet 
thou taken, for dust thou wast, and 
unto dust shalt thou return. 

26 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve, because she was tho mother of 
nil living; for thus have I, the Lord 
God, called tho first of nil women, 
whioh are manv 
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27 Unto Adam, and also unto his 
wife, did I, the Lord God, make coats 
of skins, and clothed them. 

28 And I, the Lord God, said unto 
mine Only Begotten, Behold, the man 
is become as one of us, to know good 
and evil; and now, lest he’put forth 
bis hand, and partake also of the 
tree of life, and eat, and live forever; 

29 Therefore, I, the Lord God, will 
send him forth from the garden of 
Eden, to till the ground from whence 
he was taken ; 

30 For, as I, the Lord God, lireth, 
even so my words cannot return void, 
for, ns they go forth out of my mouth, 
they must be fulfilled. 

31 So I drove out the man, and 
I placed at the east of the garden 
of Eden, cherubim, and a flaming 
sword, which turned every way, to 
keep the way of the treo of life. 

32 (And those arc the words which 
I spake unto my servant Moses. And 
they are true, even as I will. 

33 And I have spokon them unto 
you. See thou show them unto no 
man, until I command you, except 
they that heliove.) Amen. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Sfma and daughters bom to Adam—Offering 

of sacrifices — Redemption declared—Satan 

estrange s man from God. 

NI) it came lo pass, that after I, 
the Lord God, had driven them 
out, that Adam begun to till the 
earth, and to have dominion over all 
tho beasts of tho field, and to cat bis 
bread by tho sweat of bis brow, as I, 
Iho Lord had commanded him; and 
Eve also, his wife, did labour with 
hiui. 

2 And Adam knew his wife, and 
eho bare unto him sons and daugh¬ 
ters, and they began to multiply, 
and to replenish tbo earth. 

3 And from that time forth, tho sons 
and daughters of Adam began to 
divide, two and two, in the land, and 
to till the land, and to tend flocks; 
and they also begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

4 And Adain called upon tho name 
of tho Lord, and Eve also, his wifo; 
and they beard tho voice of tho Lord, 
from tho way towards the garden of 
Eden, spoaking unto them, and they 
saw him not; for they were shut out 
from hla presence. 


5 And he gavo unto them command¬ 
ments, that they should worship the 
Lord their God; and should offer the 
firstlings of their flocks for an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord. 

6 And Adam was obedient anto the 
commandments of the Lord. And 
after many days, an angel of the 
Lord appeared onto Adam, saying, 
Why dost thou offer sacrifices unto 
the Lord ? And Adam said unto him, 
I know not, save the Lord command¬ 
ed me. 

7 And then the angel spake, saying, 
This thing is a similitude of the sac¬ 
rifice of the Only Begotten of the 
Father, which is full of grace and 
truth; 

8 Wherefore, thou shall do all that 
thou docst, in the name of the Son. 
And thou shall repent, and call upon 
God, in the name of the Son forever¬ 
more. 

9 And in that day, the Holy Ghost 
fell upon Adam, which bcareth re¬ 
cord of the Father and the Son, say¬ 
ing, I am the Only Begotten of the 
Father from the beginning, hence¬ 
forth and for ever; that, as thou hast 
fallen, thou mayest be redeemed, 
and all mankind, even as many as 
will. 

10 And in that day Adam blessed 
God, and was filled, and began to 
prophesy concerning all the families 
of the earth; saying, Blessed be the 
name of God, for, because of my 
transgression my eyes are oponed, 
and in this lifo I shall have joy, and 
again, in the flesh I shall see God. 

11 And Eve, his wifo, heard all 
these things and was glad, saying. 
Were it not for our transgression, we 
never should have had seed, and 
never should have known good and 
evil, and the joy of our redemption, 
and the eternal life which God givoth 
unto all the obedient. 

12 And Adam and Eve blossed the 
name of God; and they made aJ) 
things known unto thoir sons and 
their daughters. 

13 And Satan oamo among them, 
sayiug, I am also a son of God, and 
he commanded them, saying, Believe 
it not. And they believed it not; 
and they loved Satan more than God. 
And men began from that time forth 
to be carnal, sensual and devilish. 
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CHAPTER V. 

Alton estrange* man from Ood—Salvation 
preached—Birth of Cain and Abel—Str 
eret combination?,—Abel slain, Cain cursed 
—Secrets revealed by Lamech’s wives—The 
earth cursed. 

A ND the Lord God called upon 
men, by the Holy GhoBt, every¬ 
where, and commanded them that 
they should repent; 

2 And as many as believed in the 
Son, and repented of their sins, 
should be saved. And as many as 
believed not, and repented not, should 
be damned. And the words went 
forth out of the mouth of God, in a 
firm decree, wherefore they must be 
fulfilled. 

3 And Adam ceaBed not to call upon 
God; and Eve also his wife. 

4 And Adam knew Eve his wife, 
and she conceived and bare Cain, 
and said, I have gotten a man from 
the Lord; wherefore ho may not re¬ 
ject his words. But, behold, also 
Cain hearkened not, saying, Who is 
the Lord, that I should know him? 

5 And Bhe again conceived, and 
bare his brother Abel. And Abel 
hearkened unto the voice of the 
Lord. And Abel was a keeper of 
sheep, bat Cain was a tiller of the 
ground. 

6 And Cain loved Satan more than 
God. And Satan commanded him, 
saying, Make an offering unto the 
Lord. And in process of time it 
came to pass, that Cain brought of 
the fruit of the ground an offering 
onto the Lord. 

7 And Abel, he also brought, of the 
firstlings of his flock, and of the fat 
thereof; and tho Lord had respect 
unto Abel, and to his offering; but 
unto Cain, and to his offering, he had 
not respect. 

8 Now Satan knew this, and it 
pleased him. And Cain was very 
wroth, and his countenance fell. 

9 And the Lord said unto Cain, Why 
art thou wroth ? Why is thy counte¬ 
nance fallen ? If thou doest well 
thou shalt be accepted, and if thou 
doest not woll, sin lieth at the door ; 
and Satan desireth to have thee, and 
except, thou shalt hearken unto ray 
oominandments, I will deliver thee 
up, and it shall lie unto thoc accord¬ 
ing to his desire; and thou shalt rute 
^ver him, for from this time forth 


thou shalt he the father of his lies. 

10 Thou shalt he called Perdition, 
for thou wast also before the world, 
and it shall be said in time to come, 
that these abominations were had 
from Cain, for he rejected the greater 
counsel, which was had from God; 
and this is a cursing which I willpnt 
upon thee, except thou repent. 

11 And Cain was wroth, and listened 
not any more to the voice of the Lord, 
neither to Abel his brother, who 
walked in holiness hefore the Lord. 

12 And Adam also, and hia wife, 
mourned before the Lord, because of 
Cain and his brethren. 

13 And it came to pass, that Cain 

took one of his brother’s daughters 
to wife, and they loved Satan more 
than God. i 

14 And Satan said onto Cain, Swear 
unto me by thy throat, and if thou 
tell it thou shalt die; and swear thy 
brethren by their heads, and by the 
living God, that they tell it not; lor 
if they tell it they shall surely die. 
and this that thy father may not 
know it; and this day I will deliver 
thy brother Abel into thine hands. 

15 And Satan swear unto Cain, that 
he would do according to his com¬ 
mands. And all these things were 
done in secret. 

16 And Cain saith, Truly I am 
Mahan, the master of this great 
secret, that I may murder and get 
gain. Wherefore Cain was called 
Master Mahan ; and he gloried in his 
wickedness. 

17 And Cain went into the field, and 
Cain talked with Abel his brother; 
and it came to pass, that while they 
were in the field, Cain rose up against 
Abel his brother, and slew him. 

IS And Cain gloried in that which 
be had done, saying, I am free; 
surely tho flocks of my brother falleth 
into ray hands. 

19 And the Lord said unto Cain, 
Where is Abel,thy brother? And he 
said, I know not, am I my brother's 
keeper ? 

20 And tho Lord said, What bast 
thou done ? The voice of thy brother’s 
blood cries unto me from the ground. 

21 And now, thou shalt bo cursed 
from the earth, which bath opened 
her mouth to recoive thy brother'* 
blood from thy hand. 
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22 When thou tilleet the ground, it 
shall uot henceforth yield unto thee 
hor alrength; ft fugitive and a 
vagabond shall thou bo in the earth. 

23 And Cain said unto the Lord, 
Satan tempted me, because of my 
brother’s lloeks; and I was wroth 
also, for his oflering thou didst accept, 
and not mine. 

24 My punishment is grcalorthuu I 
can bear! Behold, thou hast driven 
me out this day from the face of the 
Lord, and from thy face shall I be 
hid; and I shall be a fugitive and a 
vagabond in the earth; and it shall 
come to pass, that he that iindeth me 
will Blay me, because of mine in¬ 
iquities, for these things are not hid 
from the Lord. 

25 And I, the Lord, said unto him, 
Whosoever slayeth thee, vengeance 
shall be taken on him seven-fold; and 
I, the Lord, sot a mark upon Cain, 
lest any finding him should kill him. 

26 And Cain was shut out from the 
presence of the Lord, and with his 
wife and many of his brethren, dwelt 
intho laud of Nod, on the cast of Eden. 

27 And Cain know his wife, and she 
conceived and bare Enoch, and he 
aleo begat many sons and daughters. 
And he builded a city, and ho called 
the namo of the eity after the name 
of his son Enoch. 

28 And unto Enoch was born Irad, 
and other sons and daughters, and 
Irad begat Mahujacl, and other sons 
and daughters. 

29 And Mahujnel begat Methusael, 
and olhor sons and daughtors. And 
Methusael begat Lainech. 

30 And Lamech took unto himself 
two wives, the name of ouo boing 
Adah, and the name of the other, 
Zil'ab. 

31 And Adah baro Jabal; he was 
the father of such as dwell in teuts, 
and they woro keepers of cattle; and 
his brother’s name was Jubal, who 
was the father of all such as handle 
tho harp and organ. 

32 And Zillab, sho also bare Tubal 
Cain, an instructor of overy artificer 
in brass and iron; and the sister of 
Tubal Cain was called Naamah. 

33 And Lamech said unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice, ye 
wives of Lamech; hearken unto my 
■peeah, for I have stain n man to my 
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wounding, and a young man to my 
hurt. 

34 If Cain shall be avenged seven¬ 
fold, truly Lamech shall be seventy 
and seven fold. 

35 For, Lamech having entered into 
a covenant with Satan, aftor the man¬ 
ner of Cain, wherein he became 
Master Mahan, master of that great 
secret which was administered unto 
Cain by Satan; 

36 And Irad, the son of Enoch, 
having known their secret, began to 
reveal it unto the sons of Adam; 
wherefore, Lamech, being angry, slew 
him, not like unto Cain his brother 
Abel for tho sake of getting gain ; 
but ho slew him for the oath’s sake; 

37 For, from the days of Cain, there 
was a secret combination, and their 
works were in the dark, and thoy 
knew every man his brother. 

38 Wherefore the Lord cursod La- 
mcoh and his house, and all they 
that had covenanted with Satan ; for 
they kept not the commandments of 
God. And it displeased God, and he 
ministered not unto them. 

39 And their works were abomina¬ 
tions, and began to spread among all 
tho sons of men. And it was among 
the sons of men. 

40 And among the daughters of men, 
these things were not spoken; be¬ 
cause that Lamech had spoken the 
secret unto his wives, and they re¬ 
belled against him, and declared 
those things abroad, and had not 
compassion. 

41 Wherefore Lamooh was despised, 
and cast out, and came not among 
the sons of men, lest he should die. 

42 And thus tho works of darkness 
bogan to prevail among all the sons 
of men. 

43 And God cursed tho earth with 
a soro curse, and was angry with the 
wicked, with all tho sons of men whom 
ho had made, for thoy would not 
hearken unto his voice, nor believe 
on his Only Begotten Son, even him 
whom ho dcelarod should oome in tho 
meridian of time ; who was preparod 
from before the foundation of the 
world. 

44 And thus tho gospel bogan to be 
preached from the beginning, being 
dcolared by holy angole, sent forth 
from the presence of God; and by 
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bis own voice, and by the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. 

45 And thus all things were con¬ 
firmed uuto Adam by an holy ordi¬ 
nance ; and the gospel preached ; and 
a decree sent forth that it should be 
in the world until tho end thereof; 
and thus it was. Amen. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Adam warns men to repent—Seth is bom — 
Thr priesthood is thmtm—Book a) genera¬ 
tion* kept—Satan has dominion — God's 
promise to Enoch — Enoch's vision—His 
preaching. 

ND Adam hearkened unto the 
voice of God, and called upon 
his sons to repent. 

2 And Adam knew his wife again, 
and sho bare a son, and ho called his 
name Seth. 

3 And Adam glorified the name of 
God, for ho said, God hath appointed 
me anothersccd instead of Abel whom 
Cain slew. 

4 And God revealed himself unto 
Seth, and he rebelled not, but offered 
an acceptable sacrifice like unto his 
brother Abel. And to him also was 
born a son, and he called his name 
Enos. 

5 And then began these men to call 
upon the name of the Lord ; and the 
Lord blessed them ; and a book of 
remembrance was kept in the which 
was recorded in the language of Adam, 
for it was given unto us many as 
called upon God, to write by the 
Spirit of inspiration; 

6 And by (hem their children were 
taught to read and write, having a 
language which was pure and unde¬ 
filed. 

7 Now this same priesthood which 
was in tho beginning, shall be in tho 
end of tho world also. 

8 Now this prophecy Adam spake, 
as he was moved upon by the Lloly 
Ghost. 

9 And a genealogy was kept of tho 
children of God. And this was the 
book of tho generations of Adam, 
Baying, In tho day that God created 
man, (in the likeness of God made 
he him,) in tho imago of his own 
body, male and fciualo created ho 
them, and blessed (hem, and called 
their name Adam, in the day when 
they were created, and became liviug 
souls, in the land, upon the footstool 
of God. 


10 And Adam lived one hundred 
and thirty years, and begat a son in 
his own likeness, after his own image, 
and called his name Seth. 

11 And the days of Adam, after he 
had begotten Seth, were eight hun¬ 
dred years. And he begal many 
sons and daughters. And all the days 
that Adam lived, were nine hundred 
and thirty years; and he died. 

12 Seth lived one hundred and five 
years, and begat Enos, and prophe¬ 
sied in all his days, and taught his 
son Enos in the ways of God. Whcro- 
fore Enos prophesied also. And Seth 
lived after he begat Enos, eight hun¬ 
dred and seven years, and begat many 
sons and daughters. 

13 And the children of men were 
numerous upon all tho face of the 
land. And in those days, Satan had 
great dominion among men, and raged 
in their hearts; and from thenceforth 
came wars and bloodshed. 

14 And a man’s hand was against 
his own brother in administering 
death, because of secret works, seek¬ 
ing for power. And all the days of 
Sctli were nino hundred and twelve 
years ; and he died. 

15 And Enos lived ninety years, and 
begat Caiuan. And Enos, and the 
residue of the people of God, came 
out from the land which was called 
Shulon, and dwelt in a land of pro¬ 
mise, which ho called after his own 
sou, whom he had named Cainan. 

10 And Enos lived, after he begat 
Cainan, eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat many sons and 
daughters. And all the days of Enos 
were nine hundred and five ycnis; 
and he died. 

17 And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat Mahalalcel. 

IS And Cainan lived after ue begat 
Mahalalcel, eight liuudred and forty 
years, und begat sons and daughters. 
And all the days of Cainan were nine 
hundred and ten years; and he died. 

19 And Mahalalcel lived sixty-five 
years, and begat Jared. 

20 And Mahalalcel lived after he be¬ 
gat Jared, eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
And all the days of Mahalalcel were 
eight hundred and ninety-five years; 
and ho died. 

21 And Jared lived one hundred and 
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sixty-two years, and begat Enoch. 

22 And Jarud lived, after ho begat 
Enoch, eight hundred years, and be¬ 
gat sons and daughters. And Jared 
taught Enooh in all the ways of God. 

23 And this is the genealogy of the 
sons of Adam, who was the son of 
dod, with whom God himself con¬ 
versed. 

24 And they were preachers of 
righteousness, and spake and pro¬ 
phesied, and called upon all men 
everywhere to repent. And faith was 
taught unto Iho children of men. 

25 And it came to pass, that all the 
days of Jared were nine hundred and 
sixty-two years; and he died. 

26 And Euoch livod sixly-Gvo years, 
and begat Methuselah. And it came 
to pass that Enooh journeyed in the 
land, among the people; and as he 
journeyed, the Spirit of God descend¬ 
ed out of hcavon, and abodo upou 
him ; 

27 And he heard a voieo from hea¬ 
ven, saying, Enooh, my son, prophesy 
unto this peoplo, and say unto them, 
Repent, for thus saith the Lord, I 
am angry with this people, and my 
fleroo auger is kindled against them; 
for thoir hearts have waxed hard, 
and their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyos cannot see afar off. 

28 And for these many generations, 
even sinco tho day that I created 
them, have Lliey gone asliay, aud 
have denied mo, and have sought 
their own counsels in the dark ; and 
iu their own abominatious have they 
dovieed murder, and hnvo not kept 
the oommandments which 1 gavo 
unto their father Adam. 

29 Wherefore, they hnvo forsworn 
themselves, and by their oaths they 
have brought upon themselves death. 

30 And an hell 1 havo prepared for 
them, if they repent not; 

31 And this is a decree which 1 
have eont forth in the beginning of 
the world, from uiino own mouth, 
from the foundation thereof; und 
by tho mouths of my servants, thy 
fathers, have I decreed it; even as it 
shall bo sent forth in the world, unto 
tho end theroof. 

32 And when Euoch had heard 
these words, he bowed himself to the 
earth, before the Lord, and spake 
before the Lord, saying, Why is it 
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that I have found favour in thy 
sight, and am but a lad, and all the 
people hate me, for I am slow of 
speech; wherefore am I thy servant? 

33 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Go forth, and do as I have oom- 
manded thee, and no man shall 
pierce thee. 

34 Open thy mouth, and it shall be 
Oiled, and I will give thee utterance; 
for all Gesh is in my hands, and I 
will do as seemeth me good. 

35 Say unto this people, Choose ye 
this day to Bcrve tne Lord God who 
made you. 

36 Rehold, my Spirit is upon you; 
wherefore all thy words will I justify, 
and the mountains shall flee before 
you, and tho rivers shall turn from 
their course; and thou shalt abide in 
me, and 1 in you; therefore walk 
with me. 

37 And the Lord spake unto Enoch, 
and said unto him, Anoint thine eyes 
with clay, and wash them, and thou 
shall see; and he did so. 

38 And he beheld tho spirits that 
God had creaLed, and he beheld also 
things which were not visible to the 
natural cyo; and from thenceforth 
came the saying abroad in the land, 
A seer hath the Lord raised up unto 
his people. 

39 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
went forth in the land, among the 
people, standing upon the hills, and 
the high places, and cried with a 
loud vuico, testifying against their 
works. 

40 And all men were offended be¬ 
cause of him ; and they oame forth 
to hear him upon the high places, 
saying unto the tent-keepers, Tarry 
yc here and keep the tents, while we 
go yonder to behold the seer, for he 
prophesieth ; and thero is a strange 
thing in the land, a wild man hath 
eomo njnong us. 

41 And it eamo to pass when they 
heard him, no man laid hands oh 
him, for fear came on all them that 
heard him, for be walked with God. 

42 And there oamo a man unto 
him, whuso name was Mahijab, and 
said unto him, Tell us plainly who 
thou art, and from whence thou 
coincst. 

43 And he Baid unto them, I oame 
out from the land of Cainau, the 
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land of my fathers, a land of right- | 
eousnces nnto this day; and my 
father taught me in all the ways of 
God. 

44 And it came to pass, ae I jour¬ 
neyed from the land of Cainan by 
the sea cast, I beheld a vision; and 
lo, the heavens I saw, and the Lord 
spake with me, and gave me com¬ 
mandment; wherefore for this canse, 
to keep the commandment, I speak 
forth these words. 

45 And Enoch continued his speech, 
saying, The Lord which spake with 
me, the same is tbe God of heaven, 
and he is my God and your God, 
and ye are my brethren; and why 
counsel ye yourselves, and deny the 
God of heaven 7 

46 The heavens he made; the earth 
is his footstool, and the foundation 
thereof is his : behold, he laid it, and 
hosts of men hath he brought in 
upon the face thereof. 

47 And death hath come upon our 
fathers; nevertheless, we know them, 
and cannot deny, and even the first 
of all we know, even Adam; for a 
book of remembrance we have writ¬ 
ten among us, according to the pat¬ 
tern given by the finger of God ; and 
it is given in our own language. 

4S And as Enoch spake forth the 
words of God, the people trembled 
and could not stand in his presence. 

49 And he said unto them, Because 
that Adam fell, we are; and by his 
fall came death, and we are made 
partakers of misery and woe. 

50 Behold, Satan hath come among 
the children of men, and tempteth 
them to worship him; and men have 
become carnal, sensual, and devilish, 
and aro shut out from the presence 
of God. 

51 But God hath made known unto 
our fathers, that all men must re¬ 
pent. 

52 And he called upon our father 
Adam, by his own voice, saying, I 
am God; I made the world, and men 
before they were in the flesh. 

53 And he also said unto him, If 
Lhou wilt, turn unto me and hearken 
uuto my voice, and believe, and re¬ 
pent of alt thy transgressions, and 
be baptized, even in water, iu the 
name of mino Only Begotten Son, 
who in full of grace and truth, which 


is Jesus ; hrist, the only name which 
shall be given under heaven, whereby 
salvation shall come unto the chil¬ 
dren of men; and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost, asking 
all things in his name, and whatso¬ 
ever ye shall ask it shall be given 
you. 

54 And our father Adam spake 
unto the Lord, and said, Why is it 
that men must repent, and be bap¬ 
tized in water? 

55 And the Lord aaid unto Adam, 
Behold, I have forgiven thee thy 
transgression in the garden of Eden. 

56 Hence came the saying abroad 
among the people, that the Son of 
God hath atoned for original guilt, 
wherein the sins of the parents can¬ 
not be answered opon the heads of 
the children, for they are whole from 
the foundation of the world. 

57 And the Lord spake unto Adam, 
saying, Inasmuch as thy children 
are conceived in sin, even so, when 
they begin to grow up sin conceiveth 
in their hearts, and they taste the 
bitter, that they may know to prize 
the good. 

5S And it is given unto them to 
know good from evil; wherefore, they 
arc agents unto themselves. 

59 And I have given unto you an¬ 
other law and commandment; where¬ 
fore teach it unto your children, that 
all men, everywhere, must repent, or 
they can in no wise inherit the king¬ 
dom of God. 

60 For no unclean thing can dwell 
there, or dwell in his presence; for, 
in the language of Adam, Man of 
Holiness is his name; and the name 
of his Only Begotten is the Son of 
Man. even Jesus Christ, a righteous 
judge, who shall come in the meridian 
of time. 

61 Therefore I give unto you a com¬ 
mandment, to teach these things 
freely unto your children, saying, that 
by reason of transgression oomoth 
the fall, which fall bringoth death ; 
and inasmuch as ye were born into 
tbc world by water and blood, and 
the spirit, which I have made, and so 
became of dust n living soul ; 

62 Even so yc must be bom again, 
into the kingdom of heaven, of water, 
and of the Spirit, and be cleansed by 
blood, even the blood of mine Only 
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Begotten ; that ye might he sanctified 
from all sin; and onjoy the words of 
eternal life in this world, and eternal 
life in the world to come; even im¬ 
mortal glory. 

63 For, by the water ye keep the 
commandment; by the Spirit ye are 
Justified; and by the blood ye are 
sanctified. 

64 Therefore it is given to abide in 
you, the record of heaven, the Com¬ 
forter, the peaceable things of immor¬ 
tal glory, the truth of all things, that 
which quickcneth all things, which 
maketh alive all things, that which 
knoweth all things, and hath all 
power according to wisdom, mercy, 
truth, justice and judgment. 

65 And now, behold, I say unto you, 
This is the plan of salvation unto all 
men, through the blood of mine Only 
Begotten, who shall come in the mo- 
ridian of time. 

66 And, hehold, all things have their 
likeness; and all things are created 
and made to hear record of mo; both 
things which are temporal, and things 
which are spiritual; things which are 
in the heavens above, and things 
whioh are on the earth, and things 
whioh are in the earth, and things 
whioh aro under the earth, both above 
and beneath, all things hear record 
of mo. 

67 And it came to pass, when the 
Lord had Bpoken with Adam our 
father, that Adam cried unto the 
Lord, and ho was oaught away by 
the Spirit of the Lord, and was car¬ 
ried down into tho water, and was 
laid under tho water, and was hrought 
forth out of tho woter; and thus he 
was hapti zed. 

68 And the Spirit of God descended 
upon him, and thus he was born of 
tho Spirit, and became quickened in 
tho innor man. 

69 And he hoard a voico out of hea¬ 
ven, saying, Thou art baptized with 
fire and with tho Holy Ghost; this is 
the rooord of tho Fathor and tho Son, 
from henoeforlh and lor ovor; 

70 And thou art aflor tho order of 
him who was without beginning of 
days or end of yoare, from all oler- 
oity to all oternity. 

71 Ilohold, thou art one in mo, a 
son of Qod ; and thus may all become 
my sous. Amen. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Prophecy of Enoch, his preaching—The 
heavens weep—Rest promised the earth — 
Zion is fledr— Covenant continued in Sic 
thuselah. 

ND it came to pass, that Enoch 
continued his speech, saying, 
Behold, our father Adam taught 
these things, and many have be¬ 
lieved, and become the sons of God; 
and many have believed not, and 
have perished in their sins, and are 
looking forth with fear, in torment, 
for the fiery indignation of the wrath 
of God to bo poured out upon them. 

2 And from that time forth, Enoch 
began to prophesy, saying unto the 
people, that, as I was journeying, and 
stood in the place Mahujah, and 
cried unto tho Lord, there came o 
voice oul of heaven, saying, Turn ye 
and get ye upon the mount Simeon. 

3 And it camo to pass, that I turned 
and went up ou the mount; and as I 
stood upon tho mount, I beheld the 
heavens open, and I was clothed 
upon with glory. 

4 And I saw tho Lord, and he stood 
before my face, and he talked with 
me, even as a man talketh one wilh 
another, face to face; and he said 
unto me, Look, and I will show unto 
thee the world for the space of many 
generations. 

5 And it came to pass, that I be¬ 
held in the valley of Shum, and, lo! 
a great people which dwelt in tents, 
which were the people of Shum. 

6 And again the Lord said unto 
me, Look, and I looked towards the 
north, and I beheld the peoplo of 
Cainan, which dwelt in tents. 

7 And the Lord said unto mo, Pro¬ 
phesy ; and I prophesied, saying, 

8 Behold, the people of Cainan 
which aro numerous, shall go forth 
in battle array against the people of 
Shum, and shall slay them, that they 
shall be utterly destroyed. 

9 And tho people of Cainnn shall 
divide themselves in the land, and 
tho land shall ho barren and unfruit 
ful, and none other peoplo shall dwell 
there, bui the people of Cainan ; for, 
behold, tho Lord shall curse the land 
with much heat, and the barrenness 
thereof shall go forth for ovor. 

10 And there was a blackness oame 
upon all tho children of Cainan, tluu 
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they were despised among all peo¬ 
ple*. 

11 And it came to pass, that the 
Lord said unto me, Look, and I 
looked, and I beheld the land of 
Sharon, and the land of Enoch, and 
the land of Omner, and the land of 
Ileni, and Ihc Innd of Shem, and the 
[and of Ilancr, and the land of 
Ilnnannihah, and all the inhabitants 
thereof. 

12 And the Lord said unt« me. Go 
forth to this people, and say unto 
them. Repent; lest I come out and 
smite them with a curse, and they 
die. 

13 And he gave unto me a com¬ 
mandment, that I should baptize in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, who is full of grace and truth, 
and the Holy Ghost which bcareth 
record of the Father and the Son. 

14 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
continued to call upon all the people, 
save it were the people of Cainan, to 
repent. 

15 And so great was the faith of 
Enoch, that he led the people of God, 
and their enemies came to battle 
against them, and he spake the word 
of the Lord, and the earth trembled, 
and the mountains fled, even accord¬ 
ing to his command. 

16 And the rivers of water were 
turned out of their course, and the 
roar of the lions was heard out of the 
wilderness. 

17 And all nations feared greatly, 
so powerful was the word of Enoch, 
ana so great was the power of tbc 
language which God had given him. 

18 There also came up a land out 
of the depths of the sea; and so 
great was the fear of the enemies of 
the people of God, that they fled and 
stood afar otf, and went upon the 
land which came up out of the depths 
of the sea. 

19 And the giants of the land also 
stood afar off; and there wont forth a 
curse upon nil tho people which fought 
against God. 

20 And from that time forth, there 
were wars and bloodshed among 
them ; but the Lord came and dwelt 
with his people, and they dwelt in 
righteousness. 

21 And tho fear of tho Lord was 
upon all nations, ao great was the 


glory of the Lord whioh was upon 
hiB people. 

22 And the Lord blessed the land, 
and they were blessed upon the moun¬ 
tains, and upon the high places, and 
did flourish. 

23 And the Lord called his people, 
Zion ; because they were of one heart 
and one mind, and dwelt in right¬ 
eousness ; and there was no poor 
among them. 

24 And Enoch continued hie preach 
ing in righteousness unto the people 
of God. 

25 And it came to pass in his days, 
that he built a city that was called 
Ihe city of Holiness, even Zion. 

26 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
talked with the Lord, and he said 
uuto the Lord, Surely, Zion shall 
dwell in safety for ever. But the 
Lord said unto Enoch, Zion have I 
blessed, but tho residue of the people 
have I cursed. 

27 And it came to pass, Lbo.1 the 
Lord showed unto Enoch all the in¬ 
habitants of the earth, and he beheld, 
and lo ! Zion in process of time was 
taken up into heaven. 

28 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Behold mine abode for ever. 

29 And Enoch also beheld the re¬ 
sidue of the people which were the 
sons of Adam, and they were a mix¬ 
ture of all the seed of Adam, save 
it were the seed of Cain : for the 
seed of Cain were black, and had not 
place among them. 

30 And after that Zion was taken 
up into heaven, Enoch beheld, and 
lo, all the nations of the earth were 
before him ; and there came genera¬ 
tion upon generation. 

31 And Enoch was high and lifted 
up, even in the bosom of the Father, 
(and tho Son of Man ;) and, bohold, 
the powers of Satan were upon aJl 
the face of tho earth ; and no saw 
angels descending out of heaven, 
and he heard a loud voice, saying, 
Woe! woe! be unto the inhabitants 
of tho earth ! 

32 And he beheld Satan, and he had 
a great ohain in his hand, and it 
veiled the whole face of the earth 
with darkness: and ho looked up 
and Inughed, and his Angels rejoiced. 

33 And Enoch beheld angels de 
ecending outof heaven, bearing teeti 
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uiony of the Father, and of tho 
Son. 

34 And the Holy Ghost fell on 
many, and they were caught up by 
tho power of heaven into Zion. 

35 And it came to pass, that tho 
God of heaven looked upon the re¬ 
sidue of the people, and wept; and 
Enooh here record of it, saying, How 
is it that the heavens weep, and shed 
forth their tears as the rain upon the 
mountains? And Enoch said unto 
the Lord, How is it that thou cunat 
weep, seeing thou art holy, and from 
all etornity to all eternity ? 

36 And wore it possible that man 
could numbur the particles of the 
earth, yea, and millions of earths 
like this, it would not be a beginning 
to the number of thy creations; 

37 And thy curtains are stretched 
out still, and thou art thore, and thy 
hosorn is there; and also, thou art 
just, thou art meroiful and kind for 
ever; 

33 Thou hast taken Zion to thine 
own bosom, from all thy creations, 
from all etornity to all oternity; and 
□ aught but pcaao, justioo, and truth 
is tho habitation of thy throue; and 
moroy shall go before thy face and 
have no end. How is it that thou 
canst weep ? 

39 The Lord said unto Enooh, Be¬ 
hold, those thy brethren, they are 
tho workmanship of minoown hands, 
and I gave unto them their knowledge 
in tho day that I created them. 

40 And in the garden of Eden gave 
I unto man his agenoy ; and unto 
thy brethren have I said, and also 
gave ooimnandinont, that thay should 
love one another; and that they 
should choose mo thoir Father. 

41 But, bohold, they are without 
affection, and they hate thoir own 
blood; and tho lire of mine indigna¬ 
tion is kindlod against them ; and in 
ray hot displeasure will I send in tho 
floods upon them; for my liorco 
anger is kindled against them. 

42 Behold, I am God ; Man of Holi¬ 
ness is my name ; Man of Council 
is my name; and Endlosa and Eter¬ 
nal is my name also. Wherefore I 
can stretch forth my handB and hold 
all the creations which 1 have inado, 
and mine eye can pierce them also. 

43 And among all the workmanship 
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of my hands there has not been so 
great wiokodnoes as among thy bre¬ 
thren ; but, behold, their sins shall 
bo upon the heads of their fathers ; 
Satan shall bo their father, aud mi¬ 
sery shall be their doom; and the 
whole heavens shall weep over them, 
oven all tho workmanship of my 
hands. 

44 Wherefore should not the hea¬ 
vens weep, seeing these shall suffer? 
But, behold, these which thine eyes 
are upon shall perish in the floods; 
and, behold, 1 will shut them up; a 
prison havo I prepared for them, and 
that which I have chosen has plead 
before my face ; 

45 Wherefore he suffercth for their 
sins, inasmuch as thoy will repent, 
in tho day that my chosen shall re¬ 
turn unto me; aud until that day 
they shall bo in torment. 

46 Whcrcforo for this shall the hea¬ 
vens weep, yea, and all the work¬ 
manship of my hands. 

47 And it earae to pass, that the 
Lord spake unto Enoch, and told 
Enoch all the doings of the children 
of men. 

48 Wherefore Enoch knew and 
looked upon thoir wickedness, and 
their misery ; and wept, and stretch¬ 
ed forth his arms, and his heart 
swelled wido as eternity, and his 
bowels yearned, and all eternity 
shook. 

49 Aod Enoch saw Noah also, and 
his family, that tbe posterity of all 
the sons of Noah should be saved 
with a temporal salvation. 

50 Wherefore Enoch saw that Noah 
built an ark, and tbe Lord smiled 
upon it, and held it in his own hand; 
but upon the residuo of the wicked 
came the floods and swallowed them 
up. 

51 And as Enoch saw thus, ho had 
bitterness of soul, and wept over his 
brethren, and said unto the heavens, 
I will refuse to bo comforted. 

52 But the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Lift up your heart and be glad, and 
look. And it oaino to pass, tha 
Enoch looked, aDd from Noali he bo 
held all the familios of the earth 
and ho cried unto the Lord, saying 
When shall the day of the Lord 
como ? When shall tho blood of the 
rightoous be shod, that all they lhal 
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mourn may be sanotifled, and have 
eternal life? 

53 And the Lord said, It shall bo in 
tho meridian of time; in the days of 
wickedness aud vengeance. 

54 And, behold, Enoch saw the day 
of the coming of tho Son of Man, 
oven in tho flesh; and his soul re¬ 
joiced, saying, The righteous is lifted 
up; and the Lamb is slain from the 
foundation of the world; and through 
faith I am in the bosom of the 
Father; and behold, Zion is with 
me! 

55 And it came to pas9, that Enoch 
looked upon the earth, and he heard 
a voice from the bowels thereof, say¬ 
ing, Woe! woe! is me, tho mother 
of men! I am pained, I am weary, 
because of the wickedness of my 
children! When shall I rest, aud 
be cleansed from the filthiness which 
has gono forth out of me ? When 
will my Creator sanctify me, that I 
may rest, and righteousness for a 
Bca9on abide upon my face. 

50 And when Enoch heard the earth 
mourn, he wept, and cried unto the 
Lord, saying, 0 Lord, wilt thou not 
have compassion upon the earth? 
wilt thou uot bless the children of 
Noah? 

57 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
continued his cry unto the Lord, say¬ 
ing, I ask thee, 0 Lord, in the name 
of thine Only Begotten, even Jesus 
Christ, that thou wilt have mercy 
upon Noah, and his seed, that the 
earth might never more be covered 
by the floods. 

53 And the Lord could not with¬ 
hold ; and he covenanted with Enoch, 
and swarc unto him with uu oath, 
that he would stay tho floods ; that 
he would call upon tho children of 
Noah; aud he sent forth an unalter¬ 
able decree, that a remnant of his 
seed should always be found among 
all nations, while the earth should 
stand. 

59 And the Lord said. Blessed is he 
Lhrough whose seed Messiah shall 
come; for he saith, I am Messiah, 
the King of Zion, the Hock of 
heaven, which is broad as eternity; 
and whoso eoincth in at the gate, and 
climbeth up by me shall nover fall. 

00 Wherefore blessed are they of 
whom I havo spoken, for they shall 


oome forth with songs of overlasting 
joy. 

61 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
oried unto the Lord, saying, When 
the Son of Man cometh in the flesh 
shall tho earth rest? I pray thee 
show me these things. 

62 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Look ; and he looked, and beheld the 
Son of Man lifted up on the cross, 
after the manner of men. 

63 And he heard n loud voice, and 
tho heavens were veiled; and all the 
creations of God mourned, and the 
earth groaned ; Rnd the rocks were 
rent; and the saints arose, and were 
crowned at the right band of the Son 
of Man, with crowns of glory. 

64 And as many of the spirits as 
were in prison came forth and stood 
on the right baud of God. And the 
remainder were reserved in chains of 
darkness until the judgment of the 
great day. 

65 And again Enoch wept, aod 
cried unto the Lord, saying, When 
shall the earth rest ? 

66 And Enoch beheld the Son of 
Man ascend up unto the Father; ond 
he called unto the Lord, saying, Wilt 

, thou not oome again upon the earth ? 
j for inasmuch as thou art God, and l 
know thee, and thou hast sworn unto 
me, and commanded me that I should 
ask in the name of thine Only Begot¬ 
ten ; thou hast made me, and given 
me a right to thy throne, and not of 
myself, but through thine own grace ; 
wherefore I ask thoe if thou wilt not 
come again on tho earth? 

67 And tho Lord said unto Enoch, 
As I live, even so will I come in the 
last days, in the day9 of wickedness 
and vengeance, to fulfil the oath 
which I made unto you concerning 
the children of Noah. 

68 And the day shall oome that the 
earth shall rest. But before that day 
the heavens shall be darkened, and a 
veil of darkness shall oover the earth ; 
and the heavens shall shake, and also 
the earth. 

69 And great tribulations shall be 
among the ohildren of men, but my 
people will I preserve; aud right¬ 
eousness will I send down out of 
heaven, and truth will I send forth 
out of the earth, to bear testimony of 
mine Only Bogotton ; his resurrect ion 
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from (ho (load; yea, and also (he 
resurrection of all men. 

70 And righteousness and trulh will 
I cause to sweep the earth as with a 
flood, to gather out mine own elect 
from the four quarters of tho earth, 
unto a place which I shall prepare; 
an holy city, that my people may gird 
up their loins, and be looking forth 
for tho time of my coming ; for there 
■hall be my tabernacle, and it shall 
he called Zion ; u. New Jerusalem. 

71 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Then ehalt thou and all thy oily meet 
them there; and we will receive them 
into our bosom; and they shall sec 
us, and we will fall upon their necks, 
and they shall fall upon our nocks, 
and we wilt kies each other; 

72 And there shall be mine abode, 
and it shall be Zion, which shall come 
forth out of all tho creations which I 
have mnde; and for the space of a 
thousand years shall the earth ,rcst. 

73 And it came to pase, that Enoch 
saw the day of Iho coming of the Son 
of Man, in tho last days, to dwell on 
tho earth, in righteousness, for the 
spnoo of a thousand years. 

74 But before that day, ho saw great 
tribulation among the wicked ; and 
ho also saw the sea, that it was 
troubled, and men's hearts failing 
them, looking forth with foar for the 
judgmentof the Almighty God, which 
should oomo upon tho wicked. 

75 And the Lord showed Enoch all 
things, even unto tho end of the 
world. And he saw the day of the 
righteous, tho hour of their re¬ 
demption, and reoeived a fulness of 
Joy. 

70 And all the days of Zion, in the 
days of Enoch, wore three hundred 
and aixly-flvo years. 

77 And Enooh and all his people 
walked with God, and he dwelt in the 
midst of Zion. 

78 And it came to pass, that Zion 
was not, for God reoeived it up into 
his own bosom; and from thence 
went forth the saying, Zion is fled. 
And all the days of Enooh were four 
hundred and thirty years. 

79 And it came to pass, that 
Motbuselah, the eon of Enoch, was 
not taken, that the covenants of the 
Lord might l>e fulfilled whioh ho made 
to Enoch ; for he truly covenanted 


with Enoch, that Noah should be of 
the fruit of his loins. 

80 And it came to pass, that 

Methuselah prophesied that from hie 
loins should spring all the kingdoms 
of the earth ; (through Noah,) and he 
took glory unto himself. 

81 And there came forth a great 
famine into the land, and the Lord 
cursed the earth with a sore ourse, 
and many of the inhabitants thereof 
died. 

82 And it come to pass, that 

Methuselah lived one hundred and 
eighty-seven years, and begat Lft- 
meeh ; and Methuselah lived after he 
begat Lamech, seven hundred and 
cighty-two years, and begat eons and 
daughters. And all the days of 
Mcthueelah were nine hundred and 
sixty-nine years, and he died. 

83 And Lamech lived one hundred 
and cighty-two years, and hegat a 
son, and he called his name Noah, 
saying, This son shall comfort us 
concerning our work, and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which 
the Lord hath cursed. 

84 And Lamech lived a lter he begat 
Noah, five hundred and ninety-five 
years, and begat 6ons and daughters. 
And all tho days of Lamech were 
seven hundred and seventy-seven 
years ; and he died. 

85 And Noah was four hundred and 
fifty years old, and hegat Japheth, 
and forty-two years afterwards, he 
begat Shcm, of her who wns the 
mother of Jnphcth, and when he was 
five hundred years old, he begat Ham. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Tin' sens of God transgress by taking wives 
of the daughters of men—Noah declares 
the gospel—The earth filled with violence — 
The flood foretold—The ark made — Com¬ 
mandment of Noah — Two by two , the 
mole, and his female saved—The ark rests , 
the waters abate. 

ND Noah and his sons hearkened 
unto the Lord, and gave heed: 
and they wero called the sons of God. 

2 And when these men began to 
multiply on the face of tho earth, 
and daughters wero born unto them, 
the sons of men saw that their daugh¬ 
ters were fair, and they took them 
wives oven as they chose. 

3 And tho Lord said unto Noah, 
The daughters of thy sons Imre sold 

I themselves, for behold, mine anger is 
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kindled against the bodh of men, for 
they will not hearken to my voice. 

4 And it came to pass, that Noah 
prophesied, and taught tho things of 
God, even as it was in the beginning. 

5 And the Lord said unto Noah, My 
Spirit Bball not always strive with 
man, for he shall know that all flesh 
shall die, yet his days shall be an 
hundred and twenty years; and if 
men do Dot repent, I will send in the 
floods upon them. 

6 And in those days there were 
giants on tho earth, nnd they sought 
Noah to take away his life: 

7 Cut the Lord was with Noah, and 
the power of the Lord was upon him ; i 
and the Lord ordained Noah after his | 
own order, and commanded him that 
he should go forth and declare his 
gospel uulo the children of men, even 
as it was given unto Enoch. 

8 And it came to pass that Noah 
called upon tho children of men, that 
they should repent, but they heark¬ 
ened not unto his words. 

9 And also, after that they had 
heard him, they came up before him, 
saying, Behold, we are the sons of 
God; have wc not taken unto our¬ 
selves the daughters of men? and 
arc we not eating and drinking, and 
marrying and given in marriage? 
and our wives bear unto us children, 
and the same are mighty men, which 
arc like unto them of old, men of 
greaL renown. And they hearkened 
not unto the words of Noah. 

10 And God saw that the wicked¬ 
ness of man had become great in the 
earth ; and every man was lifted up 
in the imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart; being only evil continually. 

11 And it came to pass, that Noah 
continued his preaching unto the 
people, saying, Hearken and give 
need unto tny words, bolieve and re¬ 
pent of your sine and bo baptized in 
the name of Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, even as our fathers did, and yo 
shall receive the Holy Ghost, that yo 
may have all things mado manifest; 

12 And if you do not this, the floods 
will come in upon you ; nevertheless, 
they hearkened not. 

13 And it repented Noah, and his 
hoart was pained, that the Lord made 
man on the oarth, and it griovod him 
at the heart. 


14 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created, from the 
face of tho earth, both man and beast, 
and tho creeping things, and the fowls 
of the air; 

15 For it repenteth Noah that 1 
have created them, and that I have 
made them; and he hath called upon 
me, for they have sought his life. 

16 And thus Noah found grace in 
tho eyes of the Lord; for Noah waa 
a just man, and perfect in his gene¬ 
ration ; and he walked with God, and 
also his three sons, Shcm, Ham, and 
Japhcth. 

17 The earth was corrupt before 
God; and it was fillod with violence. 
And God looked upon the earth, and 
behold, it waa corrupt, for all flesh 
had corrupted its way upon the earth. 

IS And God 6aid unto Noah, Tho 
end of all flesh is come before me; 
fojr the earth is GUed with violence, 
and behold, I will destroy all flesh 
from off the earth. 

19 Make thee therefore, an ark of 
gopher wood; rooms shalt thou mako 
in the ark, and thou ehalt pitch it 
within and without with pitch ; 

20 And the length of the ark thou 
shalt make three hundred cubits; tho 
breadth of it Gfty cubits; and tho 
height of it thirty oubits. 

21 And windows shalt thou make to 
the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou 
Gnish it above; and the door of the 
ark shalt thou set in the side thereof; 
lower, second, and third chambers 
shalt thou make in it. 

22 And behold, I, even I will bring 
in a flood of water upon the earth, 
to destroy all flosh, wherein is the 
breath of life, from under heaven ; 
evory thing that liveth on the earth 
shall die. 

23 But with theo will I establish my 
covenant, evon as I have sworn unto 
thy father Enoch, that of thy pos¬ 
terity shall come all nations. 

24 And thou shalt come into the ark, 
thou aud thy sons, and thy wife, and 
thy sons’ wives with thee. 

25 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every kind shall thou 
bring iuto the ark, to keep alive with 
thee; they shall be male and female. 

26 Of fowls after their kind, and) 
of oattlo after their kind, of evorj* 
creeping thing of the earth after hin 
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kind ; two of every kind shalt thou 
lake into the ark, to keep alive. 

27 And taka thou unto thco of all 
food Hint is eaten, and thou shall 
gather fruit of every kind unto thee 
in ihc ark, and it eball bo for food 
for thee, and for them. 

28 Thus did Noah, according to all 
that God commanded him. 

2D And the Lord said unto Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house, into the 
ark; for thco only have I seen right¬ 
eous before me, in this generation. 

30 Of every clean beast Ihou shalt 
take to thee by soven9, the male and 
his female ; and of beABts that arc 
not clean by two, the male and his 
fornalo; 

31 Of fowls also of the air, by 
sevons, the male and his female; to 
keep seed alive upon the face of the 
earth. 

32 For yet seven days, and I will 
cause it to rain upon the earth forty 
days, and forty nights; and every 
living suhatance that I have made 
will I destroy from off the face of the 
earth. 

33 And Noah did according to all 
that the Lord commanded him. And 
Noah was sii hundred years old 
wheu the flood of waters was upon 
the earth. 

34 And Noah went In, and his sonB, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him, into the ark, boouuso of 
the waters of tho flood. 

35 Of clean boasts, and of bea9ts 
that wero not clean, and of fowls, nnd 
of c\ory thing that oreepeth upon 
the earth, there went in two and two, 
unto Noah into tho ark, the tnalo and 
the female, as God had commanded 
Nonh. 

30 And it oamo to pass, after sevon 
days, that the waters of tho flood 
woro upon tho earth. Tn the six 
hundredth year of Noah’s life, in the 
second month, and the seventeenth 
day of the month, the same day were 
all the fountains of tho groat deep 
brokon up, and tho windows of hea¬ 
ven were oponod, and tho rain was 
npon the earth forty days and forty 
nights. 

37 In the self-same day enlorod 
Noah, and Shorn, and 11am, and Japh- 
eth, the sons of Noah; and Noah’s 
wife, and the threo wives of his sons 
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with them into tho ark ; they, and 
every beast after his kind, and all the 
cattle after their kind, and orery 
creeping thing that creepeth on the 
earth, after hia kind, and every fowl 
after his kind, and every bird of 
every sort; 

38 And they went unto Noah, into 
the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life; and 
they that went in, went in male and 
female of all flesh, as God had com¬ 
manded him, and the Lord shut him 
in. 

39 And the flood was forty days 
upon the earth, and tho waters in¬ 
creased, and baro up tho ark, and it 
was lifted up abovo the earth. 

40 And the waters prevailed and 
incroascd greatly upon the earth, and 
Iho ark wont upon tho face of the 
waters. 

41 And the waters prevailed ex¬ 
ceedingly upon tho face of the earLh, 
and a]l the high hills, under the 
whole heavens wore covered. Fif¬ 
teen cubitB and upward did the wa¬ 
ters prevail; and the mountains were 
covered. 

42 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the face of tho earth, both of 
fowl, and of oattlo, and of heast9, 
and of every creeping thing that 
creepeth npon tho earth, and every 
tnan. 

43 All in whose nostrils the Lord 
had breathod the breath of life, of 
all that were on tho dry land, died. 

44 And every living eubstanco was 
destroyed, which was upon tho face 
of tho ground, both man, and cattle, 
and the oreeping things, and the 
fowls of the air; and they wore de¬ 
stroyed from the earth ; 

45 And Noah only romained, and 
they that were with him in tho ark. 

46 And the waters prevailed on the 
earth ono hundred and fifty days. 

47 And God remembered Noah, and 
all that were with him in the ark. 
And God mado a wind to pass over 
the earth, and tho waters assuaged. 

48 The fountains also of tho doop, 
and tho windows of heaven were 
slopped, and tho min from heaven 
was restrained; and the waters re¬ 
turned from off the earth. 

49 And after the end oT the hun¬ 
dred and fifty days, the waters were 
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abated. And the ark rested in the 
seventh month, on the seventeenlh 
day of tho month, upon tho mountain 
of Ararat. 

60 And the waters decreaecd anti] 
the tonth month ; and in the tenth 
month, on tho first day of the month, 
were the topB of the mountains seen. 

51 And it oame to pass, at the end 
of forty days, that Noah opened the 
window of the ark which he had 
made, and he sent forth a raven, 
which went forth to and fro, until 
the waters were dried up from off the 
earth. 

52 He also sent forth a dove from 
him, to see if the waters wore ahated 
from off the face of the ground; hut 
the dove found no rest for the sole of 
her foot, and she returned unto him 
into the ark, for the waters had not 
receded from off the face of tho 
whole earth; then he put forth his 
hand aod took her, and pulled her in 
unto him into the ark. 

53 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and again he sent the dove out 
ol' the ark, and the dove came in to 
him in the evening; and, lo, in her 
mouth an olive leaf plucked off; so 
Noah knew that tho waters were 
abated from off the earth. 

54 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and sent forth a dove, which 
returned not again unto him any 
more. 

55 And it oame to pass, in tho six 
hundred and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, 
the waters wore dried up from off tho 
earth. 

50 And Noah removed the covering 
of the ark, and looked, and behold, 
the face of the ground was dry. 
And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried. 

' CHAPTER IX. 

Noah builds an altar—Commandment to not 

shed blood — Oort's covenant, the token of it 

set in the clouds— Noah's folly, the results 

of it. 

A ND God spake unto Noah, say¬ 
ing, Go forth out of the ark, 
thou and thy wife, and thy sons, and 
tby sons' wives with theo. 

2 Bring forth with thee every liv¬ 
ing thing that is with thee, of all 
flesh, both of fowl, and of aattle, and 


of every creeping thing thatoreepeth 
upon the earth; that they may breed 
abundantly in tho earth, and be 
fruitful and multiply upon the earth. 

3 And Noah went forth, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons' 
wives with him. And every beast, 
every oreeping thing, and every fowl 
upon the earth, after their kinds, 
went forth out of the ark. 

4 And Noah builded an Altar unto 
the Lord, and took of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt offerings on the altar; 
and gave thanks unto the Lord, and 
rejoiced in his heart. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Noah, 
and he blessed him. And Noah 
smelled a sweet savour, and he said 
in his heart; 

6 I will call on the name of the 
Lord, that ho will not again curBe 
tho ground any more for man’s sake, 
for the imagination of man’s heart 
is evil from his youth; and that he 
will not again smite any more every 
thing living, as he hath done, while 
the earth remainelh; 

7 And, that seed-time and harvest, 
and cold and heat, and summer and 
winter, and day and night, may uo* 
cease with man. 

8 Aud God blessed Noah and his 
sons, and said unto them, Be fruitful 
and multiply, and replenish the 
earth. And 11k* four of you, and 
the dread of you, shall be upon every 
beast of the earth, aud upon every 
fowl of the air, upon all that movetb 
upon the earth, and npon all the 
fisheB of the sea; into your hand are 
they delivered. 

9 Every moving thing that liveth 
shall be meat for you; even as the 
green horb have I given yon all 
thingB. 

10 Bnt, the blood of all flesh whioh 
I have given you for meat, shall be 
shed apon the ground, which taketh 
life thereof, and the blood yo shall 
not eat. 

11 And surely, blood shall not be 
shed, only for meat, to save your 
lives; and the blood of every beast 
will I require at your hands. 

12 And whoso sheddeth man’s blood, 
by man shall his blood be shed; fori 
man shall not shed tho blood of man. 

L3 For a commandment I give, that' 
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every man's brother shall preserve 
the life of man, for in mine own 
image have I made man. 

14 And a commandment I give 
unto you, Be ye fruitful and mul¬ 
tiply ; bring forth abundantly on the 
earth, and multiply therein. 

15 And God Bpake unto Noah, and 
to his sons with him, saying, And I, 
behold, I will establish my oovenant 
with you, which I made unto your 
father Enoch, concerning your seed 
after you. 

16 And it shall oome to pass, that 
every living oroature that is with 
you, of the fowl, and of the cattle, 
and of the beast of the earth that is 
with you, which shall go out of the 
ark, shall not altogether perish : nei¬ 
ther shall all flesh bo out off any 
more by the waters of a flood: noi- 
thor shall there any more be a flood 
to dostroy the earth. 

17 And I will establish my cove¬ 
nant with you, whioh I made unto 
Enoch, concerning the remnants of 
your poslority. 

18 And God made a covenant with 
Noah, and said, This shall be the 
lokeD of the oovonnnt I make bo- 
tweon me and you, and for every 
living creature with you, for per¬ 
petual generations; 

10 I will set my bow in the cloud; 
and it shall be for a token of a cove¬ 
nant between me and the earth. 

20 And it shall conio to pass, when 
T bring a cloud over the earth, that 
the bow shall bo sceu in the cloud; 
and 1 will remomber my oovenant, 
whioh I have made between me 
and you, for evory living creature 
of all flesh. And the waters shall 
no moro become a flood to destroy 
all flush. 

21 And tho bow shall be in the 
oloud; and I will look upon it, that I 
may romomber the everlasting cove¬ 
nant, whioh I made unto thy fathor 
Enooh ; that, whon men should keep 
all my commandments, Zion should 
again oome on the earth, tho oily of 
Enoch which I have caught up unto 
myself. 

22 And this is mine everlasting 
covenant, thaL when thy posterity 
shall embrace tho truth, aud look 
•invurd, then shall Zion look down¬ 
ward, and all Lhe heavens shall 


shake with gladness, and the oarth 
shall tremble with joy ; 

23 And the general assembly of the 
church of the first-born Bball come 
down out of heaven, and possess the 
earth, and shall have place until the 
end come. And this is mine ever¬ 
lasting covenant, whioh I made with 
thy father Enoch. 

24 And the bow shall be in the 
cloud, and I will establish my cove¬ 
nant unto thee, which I have made 
between me and thoe, for every living 
oroature of all flesh that shall hs 
upon the earth. 

25 And God said unto Noah, This is 
the token of the oovenant which I have 
established between me and thee, for 
all flesh that shall be upon the earth. 

26 And the sons of Noah that went 
forth of the ark, were Shcm, and 
Ham, and Japheth ; and Ham was 
the father of Canaan. These were 
the three eons of Noah, and of them 
was the whole earth overspread. 

27 And Noah began to till the earth, 
and ho was an husbandman ; and be 
planted a vineyard, and he drank of 
tho wine, and was drunken ; and he 
was uncovered within his tent; 

28 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw tho nakedness of his father, and 
told his brethren without; and Shorn 
and Japheth, took a garment and 
laid upon both their shoulders, and 
wont Backward and covered the 
nakedness of their father, and they 
saw not their father's nakedness. 

20 And Noah awoke from his wine, 
and know what his youngest bod had 
done unto him, and he said, Cursed 
bo Canaan ; a servant of servants 
shall he bo unto his brethreu. 

30 And ho said, Blessed be the Lord 
God of Shcm ; and Canaan shall be 
his servant, and a veil of darkness 
shall cover him, that he shall be 
known among all men. 

31 God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shem ; 
and Canaan shall bo his servant. 

32 And Noah lived after tho flood, 
throe hundred and fifty years. And 
all the days of Noah were nine hun¬ 
dred and fifty years; and ho died. 

CHAPTER X. 

QawsXogy of the tons qf Noah. 

OW these wore the gonerntloni 
of the sons of Noah; Shorn* 
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Ham. and Japhcth ; and onto them 
were sons burn after the flood. 

2 The eons of Japheth; Gomer, and 
Magog, Mndai, and Javan, and Tu¬ 
bal, and Mescheok, and Tiras. 

3 And these are the sons of Gomer; 
Asbkcnae, and Riphath, and To- 
garmah. And the aone of Javan ; 
Eliehah, and Tarehiah, Kittim, and 
Dodanim. By these were the isles 
of the Gentiles divided in their lands; 
every one after the same tongue, after 
their families, in their nations. 

4 And the Bona of Ham ; Cush, and 
Mizraim, and Phut, and Canaan. 
And the bods of Cush; Seba, and 
H&vilah, and Sabtah, and Raamah, 
and Sabtccha. And the sons of 
Raamah ; Sheba, and Dedan. 

5 And Cush begat Nimrod ; he be¬ 
gan to be a mighty one in the earth. 
He was a mighty hunter in the land. 
Whorefo'-e, it is said; Even as Nim¬ 
rod, the mighty hunter in the land. 

6 And he began a kingdom, and the 
beginning of his kingdom was Babel, 
and Ercch, and Accad, and Calneh, 
in the land of Shinar. 

7 Out of that land went forth As- 
shur, and builded Nineveh, and the 
city Rehoboth, and Calah, and Resen 
between Nineveh and Calah; the 
same was a groat city. 

8 And Mizraim begat Ludim, and 
Anamim, and Lchabim, and Naphtu- 
him, and Pathrusim, and Casluhim, 
out of whom came Philistim and 
Caphtorim. 

9 And Canaan begat Sidon, his 
first-born, and Ucth, and the Jebu- 
Bite, and the Amorito, and G irgashite, 
and the llivito, and tho Arkite, and 
the Sinite, and the Arvadito, and 
Zemarite, and the Hamathitc; and 
afterward were the families of the 
Canaanitcs spread abroad. 

10 And tho borders of the Canaan 
itos wore from Sidon, as thou coinest 
to Gerar unto Gaza; as thou goest 
unto Sodom and Gomorrah, and Ad- 
mah, and Zoboim, even unto Lasha. 

11 These were tho sons of 11am, 
after their families, after tbo same 
tongne, in their countries, and in their 
nations. 

12 Unto Shern also, which was the 
elder, children weru oorn ; and ho 
was the father of Eber, and even to 
him were children boro. 


13 And these are the ohildren of 
Shem ; Eber, and Elam, and Asahur, 
and Arphaxad, and Lud, and Aram. 

14 And these were the children of 
Aram ; Ub, and Hul, and Gether, and 
Mash. 

15 And Arphaxed begat Balah, and 
Salah begat Eber. And unto Eber 
wore born two sons; the name of one, 
Peleg, the other Joktan. 

16 And Peleg was a mighty man, 
for in his days was the earth divided. 

17 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Sheleph, and Hazarmavoth, and Je- 
rah, and Iladornm, and Uzal, and 
Diklah, and Obal, and Abimacl, and 
Sheba, nnd Ophar, and llavilah, and 
Jobab; and these were the sons of 
Joktan. 

18 And their dwelling was from 
Mceha, as thou goest unto Sephar, a 
mount of the cast. 

19 These were tho sons of Shem, 
after their families, after their tongues, 
in their lands, after their nations. 

20 These were the families of the 
sons of Noah, after their generations, 
in their nations; and by theso wore 
the nations divided on the earth, after 
the flood. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Babel buHI—Language confounded — Gm*- 
rations of Shrm — Abram bom; married, 
ami goes into Canaan. 

ND the whole earth was of the 
same language, and of the same 
speech. And it came to pass, that 
many journeyed from the cast, and 
as they journeyed from the east, 
they found a plain in the land of 
Shinar, and dwelt there in the plain 
of Shinar. 

2 And they said ono to another, 
Como, go to, let us make brick, and 
burn thorn thoroughly. And they 
had brick for stone, and tfcey bad 
slimo for mortar. 

3 And they said, Como, go to, let qb 
build us a oily, and a tower whose 
top will be high, nigh unto heaven; 
and let us make ue a name, lest we 
be scattered abroad upon the face of 
tho whole earth. 

4 And the Lord camo down, behold¬ 
ing the oity and the tower which the 
children of men were building ; 

5 And the Lord said, Behold, the 
tho peoplo arc the same, and they al 
have the fame language; and thli 
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tower tboy begin to build, and now, 
nothing will be restrained from them, 
which they have imagined, except I, 
the Lord, confound their language, 
that they may not understand one 
another’s speech. So I, the Lord, 
will Boattcr them abroad from thence, 
upon all the face of the land, and 
unto every quarter of the earth. 

0 And they were confoundod, and 
left off to build the city, and they 
haarkenod not unto the Lord, there¬ 
fore, is the name of it called Babel, 
because the Lord was displeased with 
their works, and did there confound 
the language of all the earth; and 
from thenco did the Lord scatter 
them abrond upon the face thereof. 

7 And theso wore tho generations 
of Shem. And Shem being an hun¬ 
dred years old, begat Arphaxad two 
years after the flood; and Shem lived 
after bo begat Arp has ad Gve hun¬ 
dred years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

8 And Arphaxad lived five and 
thirty years, and begat Salah ; and 
Arpbaxad lived after be begat Salah, 
four hundred and three years, aDd 
begat sons and daughters. 

9 And Salab lived thirty years, Rnd 
begat Ebcr; and Salah lived after he 
begat Ebcr four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

10 And Ehor lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Polcg; and Ebcr 
lived after ho begat Pcleg four hun¬ 
dred and thirty years, and begat 
sons and dnugbtors. 

11 And Pelcg lived thirty years, 
and begat ltcu ; and Pcleg lived after 
he begat Ecu, two hundred and nino 
years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

12 And Kou lived two aud thirty 
years, and begat Serug; and Ron 
lived after he begat Serug two hun¬ 
dred and seven years, and begat sons 
and daughters. 

13 And Serug lived thirty years, 
and begat Nahor: and Sorug lived 
after he begat Nahor two hundred 
years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

1-1 And Nahor lived nino and twenty 
years, and begat Torah ; and Nahor 
lived after ho begat Terah an hun¬ 
dred and nineteen years, and begat 
sons and daughters. ! 


16 And Terah lived seventy yean, 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and 
Haran. 

10 Now theso wero the generations 
of Terah; Terah begat Abram, Nahor 
and Haran; and Haran begat Lot. 

17 And Haran died before his fa¬ 
ther Terah, in the land of his nati¬ 
vity, in Ur of the Chaldees. 

18 And Abram and Nahor took 
them wives; and the name of Abram’s 
wife was Sarai; and the name of 
Nahor’s wife, Milcha, the daughter 
of Haran, the father of MilchA and 
the father of Iscah; but Sarai was 
bnrren, and she bear no child. 

19 And Terah took Abram his son, 
and Lot the son of Haran, his son's 
son, and Sarai his daughter-in-law, 
his son Abram's wife; and went forth 
with them from Ur of the Chhldecs, 
to go into the laud of Canaan; and 
they oame unto Haran, and dwelt 
there. 

20 And the dayB of Terah were two 
hundred and live years; and Torah 
died in Haran. 

CHAPTER XII. 

God's command to Abram—He by faith 
obeys—Covenant with Abram—Pharaoh 
plagued for Sarahs take.

8 And an angel of the Lord found 
her by a fountain of water in the 
wilderness, by the fountain in the 
way to Shur. 

9 And he said, Hagar, Sami’s maid, 
whence comest thou, and whilhcr wilt 
thou go? and she said, I flee from 
the face of my mistress Sarai. 

10 And the angel of the Lord 9tiid 
unto her, Return to thy mistress, and 
submit thyself unto her hands. 

11 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, The Lord will multiply thy 
seed exceedingly, so that it shall not 
be numbered for multitude. 

12 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, Behold, thou art with child, 
and shalt bear a son, and shall call 
his name Ishmael: because the Lord 
hath heard thy afflictions. 

13 And ho will be a wild man ; and 
his hand will be against every man, 
and every man’s hand against him; 
and he shall dwell in the presence of 
all his brethren. 

14 And she called the name of the 
angel of the Lord. 

15 And he spake nnto her, say¬ 
ing, Knowest thou that God seest 
thee ? 

10 And she said, I know that God 
seest me, for I have also hero looked 
after him. 

17 And there wag a well between 
Kadesh and Bered, near where Ha- 
gar saw the angel. 

18 And the name of the angel was 
Beer-la-haLroi; wherefore the well 
was called Becr-la-hai-roi, for a 
memorial. 

19 And Hagar bear Abram a son : 
and Abram called his son’s name, 
which Hagar bear, Isbmael. 

20 And Abram was four-score and 
six years old, when Ilagar bare Ish- 
roael to Abram. 

CITAPTER XVn. 

Abram's new name. — Circumcision instituted. 
•A when Abram was ninety and 
A nine years old, the Lord ap- 

E eared to Abram, and said unto him, 
, the Almighty God, give unto thee 
a oommandment that thou shalt walk 
uprightly before me. and be porfeot. 


2 And I will make my covenant be¬ 
tween me and thee, and I will multi¬ 
ply thee exceedingly. 

3 And it came to pass, that Abram 
foil on his face, and colled upon the 
name of the Lord. 

4 And God talked with him, saying, 
My people have gone astray from my 
precepta, and have not kept mine or¬ 
dinances, which I gave unto their 
fathers ; 

5 And they have not observed mine 
anointing, and the burial, or baptism 
wherewith I commanded them ; 

6 But have turned from the com¬ 
mandment, and taken unto them¬ 
selves the washing of children, and 
the blood of sprinkling ; 

7 And have said that the blood of 
the righteous Abel was shed for sins ; 
and have not known wherein they are 
accountable before me. 

8 But as for thee, behold. I will 
make jny covennat with thee, and 
thou shalt be a father of many na¬ 
tions. 

9 And this covenant I make, that 
thy children may be known among 
all nations. Neither shall thy name 
any more be oalled Abram, but thy 
name shall be called Abraham ; for, 
a father of many nations have I made 
thee. 

10 And I will make thee exceed¬ 
ingly fruitful, and I will make na¬ 
tions of thee, and kings shall coine 
of thee, and of thy seed. 

11 And I will establish a covenant 
of circumcision with thee, and it 
shall he my covenant between me 
and thee, and thy seed after thee, in 
their generations; that thou mayest 
know for ever that children are not 
accountable before me until they are 
eight years old. 

12 And thou shalt observe to keep 
all my covenants wherein I cove¬ 
nanted with thy fathers; and thon 
shalt keep the oommandments which 
I have given thee with mine own 
mouth, and I will be a God unto thee 
aud thy seed after thee. 

13 Aud I will give unto thee and 
thy seed after thee, a land wherein 
thou art a stranger; all the land of 
Canaan, for an everlasting posses¬ 
sion : and I will be their God. 

14 And God said unto Abraham, 
Therefore thou shalt keep my oove- 
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nant, thou and thy seed ftftor thee, 
in their generations. 

15 And this shall ho my covenant 
which ye shall keep between mo and 
iliee and thy seed after thee; every 
man child among you shall be cir- 
onmoised. 

16 And ye shall circumcise the flesh 
of your foreskin; aud it shall be a 
token of the onvenaut betwixt me 
and yon. 

17 And he that is eight days old 
shall be circumcised among you, 
every mao child in your generations; 

18 He that is born in the house, or 
bought with money of auy stranger, 
which is not of thy seed, 

19 lie that is born in thy house, and 
he that is bought with thy money, 
must needs be circumcised, and my 
oovenant shall bo in your flesh for an 
everlasting covenant. 

20 And the uncircumciscd man 
child, whoso flesh of his foreskin is 
not circumcised, that soul shall be 
cut oft' from his people, he hath 
broken iny covenant. 

21 And God said unto Abraham, as 
for Sarai thy wife, thou shall not call 
her name Sarai, but Sarah thou shult 
call her name. 

22 And I will bless her, and I will 
give thee a son of her; yea, I will 
bless her, and she shall be blessed, 
The mother of nations; kings and 
people shall he of her. 

23 Then Abraham fell on his face 
and rejoicod, and said in his heart, 
There shall a child be born unto him 
that is an hundred years old, and 
Sarah that is ninety years old shall 
bear. 

24 AndAbrahain said unto God, Oh 
that Ishmacl might live uprightly 
before thee! 

25 And God said, Sarah thy wife 
shall hare Ibeo a son, and thou shall 
call his name Isaac; and I will 
establish tny covenant with him also, 
for au everlasting covcnnut with his 
seed after him. 

26 And as for Isliuniel, I have heard 
thee; Behold, I have blessed him, 
and will make him fruitful, and will 
multiply him exceedingly; 

27 Twelve princes shall he beget, 
and I will make him a great nation. 

28 But my covenant will l establish 
frith Isaao, whom Sarah Bhall boar 


unto thee at th 19 set time in the noxt 
year. 

29 And ho left off talking with him ; 
and God went up from Abraham. 

30 And Abraham took Ishmael hie 
son, and all that were bom in his 
house, and all that were bought with 
his money, every male among the 
men of Abraham's house; and cir¬ 
cumcised the flesh of their foreskin 
in Lhe self-same day, as God had said 
unto him. 

31 And Abraham was ninety and 
nine years old when he was circum¬ 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. 

32 And Ishmael was thirteen years 
old when he was circumcised in the 
flesh of his foreskin. 

33 In the self-same day Abraham 
was circumcised, and Ishmael his 
son; and all the men of his house, 
which were born in his house, and 
bought with money of strangers, 
were also circumcised with him. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

The Lord appears to Abraham — Lot being 
warned of God, flees. 

ND the Lord appeared unto 
Abraham in the plains of Marnre. 
And he sat in his tent door in the 
heat of the day ; 

2 And he lifted up his eyes and 
looked, and lo, three men stood by 
him ; and when he saw, he ran to 
meet them from his tent door, and 
bowed himself toward the ground, 
and said; 

3 My brethren, if now I have found 
favour in your sight, pass not away I 
pray you from thy servant. 

4 Let a little water I pray you be 
fetched, and wash your feet, and rest 
yourselves under the tree, and I will 
fetch a morsel of bread, and comfort 
yc your hearts ; after that you shall 
pass on ; for therefore are ye come to 
your servant. And they said, So do, 
as thou hast said. 

5 And Abraham hastened into the 
tent unto Sarah, and said, Make 
ready quickly three measures of fine 
meal, knead, and make cakes upon 
the hearth. 

6 And Abraham ran unto the herd, 
and fetched a calf, tender and good, 
and gave it unto a young man, and 
ho hasted to dress it. 

7 And he took butter and milk, and 
the calf which he bad dressed, and 
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set them heiore them, and he stood by 
them under the tree, and they did cat. 

3 And they said unto him, Where is 
Sarah thy wife? And he said, Be¬ 
hold, in the tent. 

9 And one of them blessed Abraham, 
and he said, I will certainly return 
unto thee from my journey, and lo, 
according to the time of life, Sarah 
thy wife shall have a son. 

10 And Sarah heard him, in the 
tent door. 

11 And now Abraham and Sarah 
being old, and stricken in age ; there¬ 
fore it had ceaBed to be with Sarah 
after the manner of women ; 

12 Therefore Sarah laughed within 
herself, saying, After I have waxed 
old shall I have pleasure, my lord 
being old also ? 

13 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Abraham, Wherefore did Sarah 
laugh, saying, Shall I of a surety 
bear a child, which am old? Is any¬ 
thing too hard for the Lord? 

14 At the time appointed, behold, I 
will return unto thee from my journey, 
which the Lord hath sent me; and 
according to the time of life thou 
mayost know that Sarah shall have a 
son. 

15 Then Sarah deuied, saying, I 
laughed not; for she was afraid. And 
he said, Nay, but thou didst laugh. 

16 And the angels rose up from 
thence, and looked toward Sodom ; 
and Abraham went with them to 
bring them on the way. 

17 And the angel of the Lord, said, 
Shall I hide from Abraham Lhal ihiug 
which Iho Lord will do for bim ; 
Beciog that Abraham shall surely be¬ 
come a great and mighty nation, and 
all the nations of the earth shall be 
blessed in him ? 

18 For I know him, that ho will 
command bis children, and his house¬ 
hold after him, and they shall keep 
the way of the Lord, to do justice and 
judgment, that tbc Lord may bring 
upon Abraham that which he has 
spoken of him. 

19 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Abraham, The Lord said unto 
ns, Because the cry of Sodom and 
Gomorrah is great, aud because their 
sin is very griovous, I will destroy 
them. 

20 And I will send you, and yo shall 


go down now, and see that tbeii 
iniquities are rewarded unto them. 

21 And ye shall have all things 
done altogether according to the cry 
of it, which is come unto me. 

22 And if yo do it not, it shall be 
upon your heads; for I will destroy 
them, and you shall know Lhat I will 
do it, for it shall bo before your eyea. 

23 And the angels which were holy 
men, and were sent forth after the 
order of God, turned their faces from 
thence and went toward Sodom. 

24 But Abraham stood yet before 
the Lord, remembering the things 
which had been told him. 

25 And Abraham drew near to 
Sodom, and said unto the Lord, calling 
upon his name, saying, Wilt thou de¬ 
stroy the righteous with the wicked? 
Wilt thou not spare them? 

26 Peradventurc there may be fifty 
righteous within the city, wilt thou 
also destroy and not spare the place 
for the fifty righteous that may be 
therein ? 

27 0 may that be far from thee to 
do after this manner, to slay the 
righteous with the wicked ; and that 
the righteous should be as the wicked. 

28 0 God, may that be far from 
thee, for shall uot the Judge of all 
the earth do right? 

29 And the Lord said unto Abraham, 
If thou findest in Sodom, fifty right¬ 
eous within the city, theu I will spare 
all the place for their sakes. 

30 And Abraham answered and 
said, Behold, now, I have taken upon 
me to speak unto the Lord, which is 
able to destroy the city, and lay all 
the people in dust and ashes ; 

31 Will the Lord sparo them per- 
adventure there lack five of the fifty 
righteous; wilt thou destroy all the 
city for their wickedness, if I find 
thero forty and five righteous? 

32 And he said, I will not destroy, 
but spare them. 

33 And he spake unto him again, 
and said, Peradvonture there should 
be forty found thore? 

34 And he said, I will not destroy 
i it for forty’s sake. 

35 And he said again unto tho Lord, 
0, let not the Lord be angry, and I 
will speak; Peradventurc there s hall 
thirty be found there ? 

36 Aud he said, I will not destroy 
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hem if thou shall find thirty there. 

37 And he said, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the 
Lord ; wilt thou dostroy thorn if per- 
adventure there shall twenty be found 
thoro ? 

38 And he Baid, I will not destroy 
them for twenty’s sake. 

30 And Abraham said unto the 
Lord, 0, let not the Lord be angry, 
and I will speak yet but this once, 
peradvonturo ten shall be found there? 

40 And the Lord said, I will not 
destroy them for ton’B sake. And 
the Lord ceased speaking with Abra¬ 
ham. 

41 And as soon as he had left com¬ 
muning with the Lord, Abraham 
wcnl his way. 

42 And it came to pass that Abra¬ 
ham returned unto his tent. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah — Lot’s 

integrity—Mercy q f God — Lot's flight — 

Lot’s wife perished ^ Iniquity of Lot's 

daughters. 

ND it came to pass, that there 
came throo angels to Sodom in 
the evening; and Lot sat in the door 
of his bouse, in tbc city of Sodom. 

2 And Lot, seeing the angels, rose 
up to meet them; and ho bowed him¬ 
self with his face toward tho ground; 

3 And he Baid, Behold now, my 
lords, turn in, I pray you, into your 
servant’s house, and tarry all night, 
and wash your feet, and ye shall rise 
up early, and go on your ways. 

4 And they said, Nay; but wc will 
abido in the street all night. 

5 And he pressed upon them greatly; 
and they turned tu unto him, and 
entered into his house; and ho mado 
thorn a feast, and did bake unlea¬ 
vened bread, and they did eat. 

0 But before they lay down to rest, 
the men of the city of Sodom com¬ 
passed tho bouse round, even men 
which were both old and young, 
cron the people from every quarter; 

7 And they called unto Lot, and 
said unto him, Whcro Are the men 
which camo in unto Iheo this night? 
bring them out unto us, that we may 
know thorn. 

8 And Lot went out of the door, 
unto them, and shut tho door after 
him, and said, T pray you, brethren, 
do not so wickedly. 

0 And they said unto him, Stand 


back. And they were angry with 
him. 

10 And they said among them¬ 
selves, This one man came in to 
sojourn among us, and he will needs 
now make himself to be a judge; 
now wo will deal worse with him 
than with them. 

11 Wherefore they said unto the 
man. We will have the men, and thy 
daughters also; and we will do with 
thorn as seemeth us good. 

12 Now this was after the wioked- 
nesss of Sodom. 

13 And Lot said, Behold now, I 
have two daughters which have not 
known man; let me, I pray you, 
plead wilh my brethren that 1 may 
not bring them out unto you; and ye 
shall not do unto them as seemeth 
good in your eyes; 

14 For God will not justify bis 
servant in this thingj wherefore, let 
me plead with my brethren, this 
once only, that unto these men ye 
do nothing, that they may have 
peace in my house; for therefore 
came they under the shadow of my 
roof. 

15 And they were angry with Lot 
and came near to break the door, 
but the angels of God, whieh were 
holy men, put forth their hand and 
pulled Lot into the house unto them, 
and shut the door. 

16 And they smote the men with 
blindness, both small and great, that 
they could not come at the door. 

17 And they wore angry, so that 
they wearied themselves to find the 
door, and could not find it. 

18 And those holy men said unto 
Lot, Hast thou any here bosides thy 
sons-in-law, and thy eon’s sons and 
tby daughters? 

19 And they commanded Lot, say¬ 
ing, Whatsoever thou hast in the 
city, thou shall bring out of this 
plaoe, for we will destroy this place; 

20 Because the cry of them is waxen 
great, and their abominations have 
come up bofore the face of the Lord; 
and the Lord hath sent ns to destroy 
it. 

21 And Lot wont out and spake 
unto his Bons-in-law, whioh married 
bis daughters, and said, Up, get ye 
out of this plnoe, for the Lord will 
destroy this oity. 
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22 But he seemed as one that 
mocked, unlo his sons-in-!aw. 

23 And when the morning came, 
tho angels hastened Lot, saying, 
Arise, take thy wife, and thy two 
daughters which are here, lest thou 
be consumed in the iniquity of the 
city. 

24 And while he lingered the angels 
laid hold upon his hand, and upon 
the hand of his wife, and upon the 
hand of his two daughters; the Lord 
being merciful unto them; and they 
brought them forth, and set them 
down without the city. 

25 And it came to pass, when they 
had brought them forth abroad that 
they said unto them, Escape for your 
lives ; look not behind you, neither 
stay you in all the plain; escape to 
the mountain lest you he consumed. 

26 And Lot said unto one of them, 
Oh, not bo my Lord! behold now, thy 
servant has found grace in thy sight, 
and thou hast magnified thy mercy 
which thou hast showed unto ms in 
saving my life; and I cannot escape 
to the mountain, lest some evil over¬ 
take me, and I die. 

27 Behold now, here is another city, 
and this is near to flee unto, and it is 
a little one; oh, let me escape thither, 
and may not the Lord destroy it, and 
my soul shall live. 

28 And tho angel said unto him, 
Sec, I have accepted thee concerning 
this thing also, that I will not over¬ 
throw this city, for the which thou 
hast spoken; haste thee, escape 
thither, for I cannot do anything 
until thou be come thither. 

29 And tho name of the city was 
called Zoar. Therefore the sun was 
risen upon the earth when Lot en¬ 
tered into Zoar. 

30 And tho Lord did not destroy 
Sodom until Lot had entered into Zoar. 

31 And then, when Lot had entered 
into Zoar, the Lord rained upon 
Sodom, and upon Gomorrah; for tho 
angels called upon the namo of the 
Lord for brimstone and fire from the 
Lord out of heaven. 

32 And thus they overthrew thoso 
oities and all the plain, and all the 
inhabitants of the oities, and that 
which grew upon the ground. 

33 But it came to pass, when Lot 
fled* his wife looked back from be¬ 


hind him, and hccame a pillar of salL 

34 And Abraham got up early in 
the morning to (he place where he 
stood before the Lord; and he looked 
toward Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
toward all the land of the plain, and 
behold, lo, the smoke of the country 
went up as the smoke of a furnace. 

35 And it came to pass, when God 
had destroyed the cities of the plain, 
that God spake onto Abraham, say¬ 
ing, I have remembered Lot, and 
sent him out of the midst of lh« 
overthrow, that thy brother might 
not be destroyed, when I overthrew 
the city in the which thy brother Lot 
dwelt. 

36 And Abraham was comforted. 
And Lot went up ont of Zoar, and 
dwelt in the mountain, and his two 
daughters with him ; for he feared to 
dwell in Zoar. And he dwelt in a 
cave r he and his two daughters. 

37 And the first-born dealt wickedly, 
and said unto the younger, Our father 
has become old, and we have not a 
man on the earth to come in unto ns, 
to live with us after the manner of all 
that live on the earth ; 

38 Therefore come, let us make onr 
father drink wine, and we will lie 
with him, that we may preserve seed 
of our father. 

39 And they did wiokedly, and made 
their father drink wine that night ; 
and the first-born went in and lay 
with her father; and he perceived 
not when she lay down, nor when she 
arose. 

40 And it oame to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the first-born Baid unto the 
younger, Behold, I lay yesternight 
with my father; let ub make him 
drink wine this night also, and go 
thou in and lie with him, that we may 
preserve seed of our father. 

41 And they mado their father drink 
wine that night also; and the younger 
arose, and lay with him, and he per¬ 
ceived not when she lay down, noi 
when she arose. 

42 Thus were both the daughters of 
Lot with ohild by their father. 

43 And the first-born hare a son, 
and called his name Moab; the fa¬ 
ther of the Moabites, the same whiob 
are onto this day. 

44 And the younger, she also bare 
a son, and o&lled his name Ben-ammt; 
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/ be father uf Ihe ohildren whioh are 
Ammonites; the flame which are unto 
this clay. 

OIIAPTKR XX. 

A hr lint m goeth to Oerar—Abraham and 
Sarah irprovtd by Abimelech. 

NO Abraham journeyed from 
thence toward the south coun¬ 
try, and dwelt between Kadesh and 
Shur, and sojourned in Gerar. 

2 And Abraham said again of Sarah 
his wife, She is my sister. 

3 And Abimelech, king of Gerar, 
sent and took Sarah. But God came 
to Abimelech in a dream by night, 
and said unto him, Behold, thou hast 
taken a woman which is not tbine 
own, for she is Abraham's wife. 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Thou 
ahalt return her unto Abraham, for 
if thou do it not thou shalt die. 

5 And Abimelech had not como near 
her; for the Lord had not suffered 
bim. 

0 And he said, Lord, wilt thou slay 
me, and also a righteous nation ? 
Behold, said ho not unto me, She is 
my sister ? And she, evon slm her¬ 
self said, He is my brother; and in 
tho integrity of mine heart, and in 
the innooenoy of my bands have I 
done this. 

7 And God said uuto him in a 
dream, Yea, I know that thou didst 
do this in tho integrity of thy heart; 
for £ also withheld thee from sinning 
against mo; therefore eufforod I not 
thee to touch her. 

8 Now, therefore, restore tho man’s 
wifo to him, for he is a prophet, and 
he shall pray for thcc, and thou shalt 
live; and if thou return her not to 
bim, know thou that thou shalt surely 
die ; thou and all that are thine. 

9 Therefore, Abimeleoh arose early 
in tho morning, and callod his sor- 
vauts, and told all ihbso things iu 
their oars; and the men wore sore 
afraid. 

10 Then Abimeleoh milled Abraham, 
and said unto him, What bast thou 
done unto us? and in what have I 
offended thee that thou hast brought 
on me and on my kingdom a great sin ? 

11 Thou hast done things unto mo 
that ought not to be done. And 
Abimeleoh said unto Abraham, What 
aaweat thou, that thou hast done this 
thing ? 


XX.—XXI. 41 

12 And Abraham said, Because I 
thought assuredly the fear of God 
was not in this plaoe, and they would 
slay me for my wife’s sake; 

13 And yet indeed she waB my 
sister; she was the daughter of my 
father, but not the daughter of my 
mother; and she became my wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when God 
caused me to wander from my fa¬ 
ther’s bouse, that I said unto her, 
This shall be thy kindness whioh 
thou shalt show unto me, at every 
place whither we shall come, say of 
me, lie is my brother. 

15 And Abimeleoh took sheep and 
oxen, and men servants, and women 
servants, and gave unto Abraham, 
and restored unto him Sarah his 
wife. 

16 And Abimeleoh said, Behold, my 
land lieth before thee; dwell where 
it ploaseth thee. 

17 And unto Sarah he said, Behold, 
I have given thy brother a thousand 
pieces of silver; behold, he shall give 
unto thee a covering of the eyes, and 
it shall be a token unto all that thou 
mayest not be taken again from 
Abraham thy husband. And thus 
she was reproved. 

18 So Abraham prayed unto God; 
and God healed Abimelech, and his 
wife, and his maid servants, and they 
bare unto him ohildren. 

19 For because of Sarah, Abraham's 
wife, the Lord had fast closed up all 
the wombs of Lho house of Abimelooh. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

A S(m bom to Abraham—Isaac named — 

Btmd-woman cast out - Covenant vnth Abi¬ 
melech. 

ND the Lord visited Sarah as he 
had said, and the Lord did unto 
Sarah as he had spoken by the mouth 
of his angels; for Sarah conceived 
and bear Abraham a son in his old 
age, at lho set time of which the 
angels of God had spoken to him. 

2 And Abraham called tho name of 
his son that was born unto him, whom 
Sarah bear unto bim, Isaac. 

3 And Abraham oiroumciscd his son 
Isaac, he being eight day9 old, as God 
had oommanded him. 

4 And Abrahaiu was an hundred 
years old, when his son Isaao was 
born unto him. 

6 And Sarah said, God has mads 
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me to rejoice ; and also all that know 
me will rejoice with me. 

6 And sho said unlo Abraham, Who 
would have said that Sarah should 
have given children suck ? For I 
was barren, but the Lord promised, 
and I have borne unto Abranam a son 
in his old age. 

7 And the child grew, and was 
weaned. And the day that Isaac was 
weaned, Abraham mado a great fcaat, 
and Sarah saw the son of Hagar the 
Egyptian, which Ilagar had borne 
unto Abraham, mocking; and she was 
troubled. 

8 Wherefore she said unto Abraham, 
Oast out this bond-woman and her 
son ; for the son of this bond-woman 
shall not be heir with my son, Isaac. 

9 And this thing was very grievous 
unto Abraham because of his son. 

10 And God said unto Abraham, 
Let it not be grievous in thy sight, 
because of the lad, and because of 
thy bond-woman; in all that Sarah 
has said unto thee, hearken unto her 
voice; for in Isaac shall thy seed be 
called. 

11 And also of the son of the bond¬ 
woman will I make a nation, because 
he is thy seed. 

12 And Abraham rose up early in 
the morning, and took broad, and a 
hottlc of water, and gave unto Ilagar, 
and she took the child, and be sent 
her away ; and she departed, and 
wandered in the wilderness of Beer- 
Bheba. 

13 And it came to pass that the 
water was spent in the bottle, and she 
cast the child under one of the shrubs, 
and she went and sat her down over 
against the child, a good way off, as it 
were a bowshot; for she 9aid, Let me 
not see the death of tbe child. 

14 And she eat over against the 
child, and lifted up her voice and 
wept. 

15 And God heard the voice of the 
lad ; and the angel of the Lord called 
to Hagar out of heaven, and said 
unto her; 

16 What ailcth thcc, Ilagar ? fear not, 
for God hath heard the voice of the 
lad where be licth ; arise, lift up tho 
lad, and hold him in thine hand, for 
I will make of him a great nation. 

17 And God opened her eyes, and 
■he saw a well of water; and ihe 


went and filled the bottle with water, 
and gave the lad drink. 

IS And God was with the lad; and 
he grew, and dwell in the wilderness, 
and became an archer; and he dwelt 
in the wilderness of Paran, he and 
his mother. 

19 And he took him a wife out of 
the land of Egypt. 

20 Aud it came to pass at the time, 
that Abimelech aud Phicol the chief 
captain of his host spake unto Abra¬ 
ham, saying, God is with thee in all 
that thou doest. 

21 Now therefore, sware unto me 
here, that, by tho help of God thon 
wilt not deal falsely with me, nor with 
my son, nor with my eon’s son; but, 
that according to the kindness that 
I have shown unto thee, thou shall 
do unto me, and to the land wherein 
thou hast sojourned. 

22 And Abraham said, I will swear. 

23 And Abraham reproved Abi- 
melcch, because of a well of water 
which Abimelech's servants had re¬ 
cently taken away. 

24 AQd Abimelech said, Thou didst 
not tell me; and I know not who 
hath done this thing; neither yet 
have I heard that it was done until 
this day. 

25 And Abraham took 9heep and 
oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech ; 
and both of them made a covenant. 

26 And Abraham set seven ewe 
lambs of Ihe flock by themselves. 

27 And Abimelech said unto Abra¬ 
ham, What wilt thou do with these 
seven owe lamb9 which thou hast set 
bv themselves ? 

2S And he said, Seven ewe Iambs 
shall thou take at my hand, that 
they may be a witness unto me that I 
have digged this well. 

29 And because they aware, both of 
them, wherefore he called that place 
Bccr-shebft; 

30 And thus thoy made a covenant 
there at Becr-sheba. 

31 Then Abimelech, and Phicol, the 
chief captain of his hosts, rose up, 
and they planted a grove in Beer- 
shebn, and called tbero on (be name 
of tho Lord ; and thoy returned unto 
the land of the Philistines. 

32 And Abraham worshipped the 
everlasting God, and sojourned in the 
land of the Philistines many days. 
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CHAPTER XXII. 

A braham commanded to offer Isaac—His urill 

itujusss acce.pt*4—Relieved by divine in~ 

Urpoxitinn —A ameJ of Nahrrr't children. 
ND it oaine to pass after these 
things, that God did try Abra¬ 
ham and said unto him, Abraham; 
and Abraham said, Rehold, here 
am I. 

2 And tho Lord said, Take now thy ! 
son, thine only Isaac, whom thou 
lovest, and get tkco iulo the land of I 
Moriah; and offer him there for bi 
burnt offering, upon one of the moun¬ 
tains of which l will tell thco. 

3 And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning and saddled his ass, and 
took two of his young men with him, 
and Isaac his son, 

4 And clave the wood for the burnt 
offering; and rose up, and went unto 
the place of which God had told 
him. 

5 Theu on the third day, Abraham 
lifted up his cyoa and saw the place 
afar off. 

6 And Abraham said untobisyoung 
men, Abide you here with the ass, 
and I and the lad will go yonder and 
worship, and come to you again. 

7 And Abraham took the wood of 
the burnt offering, and laid it upon 
his back ; and he took tho fire in his 
hand, and a knife, and Isaac his son ; 
and they went hoth of them together. 

8 And Isaac spake unto Abraham 
his father, and said, My father! 
And ho said, Here am t, m 3 ' bod. 

0 And he suid, Rehold tho fire and 
the wood ; but where is tho lamb for 
a burnt offering ? 

10 And Abraham suid, My son,God 
will provide himself a lamb for a 
burnt offering. Ro they went both 
of them together; and they aamo to 
tho placo of which God had told 
him. 

11 And Abraham built an altar 
there, and laid tho wood in order, 
and bound Isaac his son, and laid 
him on the all or, upon the wood. 

12 And Abraham stretched forth 
his hand and took the kuifo lu slay 
his son. 

13 And the angel of tho Lord called 
unto him out of heaven, aud said, 
Abraham ! Ahruham! And Abraham 
said, Hero am I. 

14 And the angol said, Lay not thine 


hand upon the lad, ueither do thoo 
anything unto him ; 

15 For now I know that thou fear- 
est God, seeing thou hast not witL 
held thy son, thine only Isaac from me 

10 And Abraham lifted up his eyes 
and looked, and hehold, behind a 
thicket, there was a ram caught in It 
by his horns. 

17 And Abraham went and took 
the rum, and offered him up for a 
burnt offering, in the stead of his 
son. 

18 And Abraham called the name 
of that place Jchovah-jireh; as it is 
said unto this day, In the moun¬ 
tain of the Lord it shall be seen. 

10 And the angel of the Lord call¬ 
ed unto Abraham out of heaven the 
second time, and said, 

20 Thus saith tho Lord, I have 
sworn by myself, because that thoo 
hast done this thing, and hast not 
withheld thy son, thine only Isaac 
from me ; 

21 That in blessing I will bless thee; 
and in multiplying I will multiply 
thy seed as tho stars of heaven, and 
as tho Hand upon the sea-shore. 

22 And thy seed shall possess the 
gate of hie enemies; and in thy seed 
shall all the nations of the earth he 
blessed; because thou hast obeyed 
my voice. 

23 So Abraham returned unto hit 
young men, and they rose up and 
went to Bcer-sheba; and Abraham 
dwelt at Bccr-eheba. 

24 And it came to pass after these 
things, that it was told Abraham 
saying, 

25 Behold, Milcah, she hath also 
borne children unto thy brother Na- 
hor; Huz is his firBt-born, and Buz is 
his brother, 

26 And Kcmucl is the father of 
Aram, and Chescd, and Haza, and 
Bildasb, and Jidlaph, and Bothuel; 

27 And Delhuc) begat Rebckah. 

28 These eight Milcah did bear to 
Nuhor, Abraham's brother; and his 
concubine, whoso name was Kcumah, 
she bare also Tcbuh, and Gaham 
Thuhush, and Muachab. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Sarah's death and burial — Purchase, qf the 
field of Eph run. 

ND Sarah was an hundred and 
twenty-seven years old, and she 
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died ; and thus ended the years of 
the life of Sarah. 

2 And Sarah died ir Kirjatb-arba; 
the same is now called Hebron, in 
the land of Canaan. 

3 And Abraham came to mourn for 
Sarah, and to weep for her, hia wife 
which was dead. 

4 And Abraham stood up from be¬ 
fore hia dead, and spake unto the 
eons of Hcth, Baying, I am a stranger 
and a sojourner with you; givo me 
a possession of a burying-placo with 
you, that I may bury my dead out of 
my sight. 

5 And tho children of Ilelh answer¬ 
ed Abraham, saying unto him. Hear 
as, my lord ; thou art a mighty prince 
among us; in the choicest of our se- 
pulohreB bury thou thy dead; none 
of us shall withhold from thee his 
sepulchre, but that thou mayest bury 
thy dead. 

6 And Abraham stood up, and 
bowed himself to the people of the 
land, and to the children of Hcth ; 
and he communed with them, saying. 

7 If it bo your mind that I should 
bury my dead out of my sight, hear 
me, and entreat Ephron the son of 
Zohar for me, that he may give mo 
the cave of Machpelah, which he hath 
in the end of his field ; 

8 For, as much money as it is worth 
he shall have, if he will give it mo 
for a possession of a burying-placc 
among you. 

9 And Ephron dwelt among the 
children of Ileth. 

10 And Ephron, the Hittite, answer¬ 
ed Abraham in tho audience of the 
ohildron of Heth, among all of them 
that went in at the gates of the city, 
saying, 

11 Hearken, my lord, and hear me ; 
the field I give thee, and tho cave 
that is therein ; I give it thee in the 
presenoe of the sons of my people; 
and I givo it thcc ; therefore, bury 
thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed himself 
down before the people of the land, 
and he spake unto Ephron in the 
audience of tho people of the land, 
saying, I pray thee, bear me ; 

13 If thou wilt take it of mo, I will 
give thee money for tho field, and I 
will bury my dead there, but I will 
give thee money for it. 


14 And Ephron answered Abraham, 
saying unto bim, My lord, hearken 
unto me; the land thou shall have 
for four hundred shekels of silver; 
what shall that bo betwixt me and 
thee? Bury therefore thy dead. 

15 And Abraham hearkened unto 
Ephron ; and Abraham weighed unto 
Ephron the silver which he had 
named in the audience of the sons 
of Hcth, four hundred shekels of 
silver, which was current with the 
merchant. 

16 And the field of Ephron, whioh 
was in Machpelah, which was before 
Mamre; the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees thal 
were in the field, and that were in all 
the borders round about, were made 
sure unto Abraham for a possession, 
in the presence of the children of 
Heth, before all that went in at the 
gate of the city. 

17 And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarab his wife in the cave of the 
field of Machpelah, which is before 
Mamre; tho same is called Hebron, 
in the land of Canaan. 

18 And the field and the cave that 
was therein, were made Bure unto 
Abraham for a possession of a bury¬ 
ing-placc by the sons of Helh. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

Oath of Abraham's servant — History of the 

betrothal and marriage of Isaar and Re- 

beJcah. 

ND now Abraham was old, being 
well striken in age; and tbe 
Lord had blessed Abraham in all 
things. 

2 And Abraham said unto his eldest 
servant of his house, that ruled over 
all that he had; Put forth I pray 
thee thy hand under my hand, and I 
will make thee swear before the Lord, 
Iho God of heaven, and the God of 
tho earth, that thou shalt not take a 
wife unto my son, of the daughters 
of the Canaanites among whom 1 
dwell; but thou shalt go unto my 
country, and to my kindred and take 
a wife unto my son Isaac. 

3 And the servant said unto him, 
Perhaps the woman will not be will¬ 
ing to follow me unto this land, then 
I must needs bring thy eon again 
unto the land from whenae thon 
earnest. 

4 And Abraham said onto him. Be- 
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ware thou that thou bring not my 
■on Ihithcr again. 

5 The Lord God of heaven which 
took me from my father’s house, and 
from tho land of my kindred, and 
which spake unto me, and that awear 
unto me, Baying, Unto thee will I 
give this land; 

6 He ahajl send bis angel before 
thee, aDd thou shalt take a wife unto 
my son from thence. 

7 And if the woman will not be 
willing to follow thoe. then thou sbalt 
be dear from this thine oath, only 
bring not iny son thither again. 

8 And the Bervant put his hand un¬ 
der the, hand of Abraham hi a master, 
and sware to him concerning that 
matter. 

9 And the servant took ten camels 
of his master, and departed; for all 
!he goods of his master were in his 
hand. 

II) And he aroso and went to Meso¬ 
potamia, unto tho city of Nahor. 

11 And ho made his camels to kneel 
down without the city, hy a well of 
water, at evening, the time that wo¬ 
men go out to draw water. 

12 And he said, 0 Lord God of iny 
master Abraham, I pray thee this 
day, that thou wouldst show kind¬ 
ness unto my master Abraham, and 
send mo good speed. 

13 Behold, I stand by the well of 
water, and the daughters of the men 
of the city coinc out to draw water; 

14 And lot it conic to pass, that the 
damsel to whom I shall say, Let down 
thy pitcher I pray thee, that I may 
drink ; and sho shall say, Drink, and 
I will give thy camels drink also ; let 
her be the one whom thou hast ap¬ 
pointed for tby servant Isaac ; and 
thereby shall I know that thou hast 
showed kindness unto my master. 

15 And it came to pass, boforo he 
had done speaking, that behold, Ile- 
beknh oame out, who was born to 
Bcthuol, son of Milcah, the wife of 
Nahor, Abraham's brother, with her 
pitcher upon her shoulder. 

16 And the damsel being a virgin, 
very fair to look upon, such as the 
servant of Abraham had not seen, 
neither had any man known the like 
unto her; and Bho went down to tho 
well, and flllod her pitobor, and camo 
up. 


a 

17 And the servant ran to meet her, 
and said. Let me, I pray thee, drink 
a little wator of tby pitcher. 

18 And she said, Drink, my lord; 
and she hasted and let down her 

itcher upon her hand, and gave him 

rink. 

19 And when she had done giving 
him drink, she said, I will draw for 
thy camels also, until they have done 
drinking. 

20 And 6 he hasted, and emptied 
her pitcher into the trough, and ran 
again unto the well to draw, and drew 
for all his camels. 

21 And the man, wondering at her, 
held his peace, pondering in his heart 
whether the Lord had made his jour¬ 
ney prosperous or not. 

22 And it came to pass, as the ca¬ 
mels had done drinking, that the 
man took a gold ear-ring of half a 
shekel weight, and two bracelets for 
her hands of ten shekels weight of 
gold, and said, Whose daughter art 
thou 7 tell me, I pray thee ; and is 
there room in thy father’s house for 
us to lodge in ? 

23 And she said unto him, I am the 
daughter of Bethuol, the son of Mil¬ 
cah, which sho bare unto Nahor. 

24 She said moreover, unto him, 
We have both straw and provender 
enough, and room to lodge in. 

25 And the man bowed down his 
head and worshipped the Lord. 

26 And he said, Blessed is the Lord 
God of my mastor Abraham, who 
hath not left my master destitute of 
his mcrey and his truth ; and when 
I was in the way, the Lord led mo to 
the house of my master's brethren. 

27 And the damsel ran to the house, 
and told her mother these things. 

28 And Rebekah had a brother, 
whose name was Laban ; and Laban 
ran out to the man, unto the well. 

29 And it came to pass when he 
saw the ear-rings, and Bracelets upon 
his sister’s hands, and when be heard 
tho word of Ilcbekah his sister, say¬ 
ing, Thus spake tho man unto me. 
and I oame unto the man, and be¬ 
hold, ho stood by the camels at the 
well. 

30 And he said, Como in, thou bless¬ 
ed of tho Lord; wherefore standest 
thou without? for I have prepared 
the house, and room for tho camels. 
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31 And the man came into the 
hoDBe. 

32 And he anbardened his camels, 
and gave straw and provender for tho 
camels, and water to wash his feet, 
and the men's feet that came with 
him. 

33 And there was set before him 
food to eat; but he said, I will not 
eat until I have told mine errand. 

34 And Laban said, Speak on. And 
he said, I am Abrahanrs servant; 

35 And the Lord hath blessed my 
master greatly, and he is become 
great, and he hath given him flocks, 
and herds, and silver, and gold; and 
men servants, and maid servants, and 
camels, and asses. 

36 And Sarah, my master’s wife, 
bare a son to my masler when she 
was old; and unto him hath he given 
all that he hath. 

37 And my master made me swear, 
saying, Thou shalt not take a wife to 
my son of the daughters of the 
Canaanites, in whose land I dwell; 

38 But thou shalt go unto my father’s 
house, and to my kindred, and take a 
wife unto my son. 

39 And I said unto my master, Per¬ 
haps the woman will not follow 
me. 

40 And he said unto me, The Lord, 
before whom I walk, will send his 
angel with thee, and he will prosper 
thy way; 

41 And thou shall take a wife for 
my son, of my kindred, and of my 
father’s house; then shalt thou be 
clear of my oath. 

42 When thou comest to my kindred, 
and if they give thee not a wife for 
my son, thou shalt be clear from my 
oath. 

43 And I came this day unto tho 
well, and said, 0 Lord God of my 
master Abraham, if now thou wilt 
prosper my way which I go ; 

44 Behold, I stand by the well of 
water; and it shall come to pass, that 
when the virgin cometh forth to draw 
water, and I say to her, Give mo I 
pray thee a little water of thy pitcher 
to drink; 

46 And if she say to me, Both drink 
thou, and I will also draw for thy 
camels; the same is the woman whom 
the Lord hath appointed out for my 
master’s son. 


46 And before I had done speaking 
in my heart, behold, Rebekah came 
forth with her pitcher on her shoulder, 
and she went down unto the well and 
drew water. 

47 And I said unto her. Let me 
drink I pray thee ; 

48 And she made haste, and lot 
down her pitcher from her shoulder, 
and said, Drink, and I will give thy 
camels drink also; so I drank, and 
she made the camels drink also. 

49 And I asked her and said, Whoso 
daughter art thon ? 

50 And she eaid, The daughter of 
Bcthuel, Nahor’s son, whom Milcah 
bare unto him. 

51 And I gave the ear-rings unto 
her, to put into her ears, and the 
bracelets upon her bands. 

52 And I bowed down my head, 
and worshipped the Lord, and blessed 
the Lord God of my master Abraham, 
who had led me in the right way to 
take my master’s brother’s daughler 
unto his son. 

53 And now, if thou wilt deal kindly 
and truly with my master, tell me ; 
and if not, tell me; that I may turn 
to the right hand or to the left. 

54 Then Laban and Bethuel answer¬ 
ed, and said, The thing proceedeth 
from the Lord ; we cannot speak unto 
thee bnd or good. 

55 Behold, Rebekah is before thee, 
take her and go, and let her be thy 
master’s son’s wife, as the Lord hath 
spoken. 

56 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abraham’s servant heard these words, 
he worshipped the Lord, bowing him¬ 
self to tho earth. 

57 And the servant brought forth 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment, aud gave to Rehekah. 
lie gave also to her brother, and to 
her mother, precious things. 

58 And they did cat and drink, he 
and llic men that were with him, and 
tarried all night. 

59 And they arose up in the morn¬ 
ing, and he said, Send me away unto 
my master. 

60 And her brother, and hor mother, 
said, Let the damsel abide with us at 
the least ten days ; after that she shall 

go- 

61 And he said unto thorn, Hinder 
me not, seeing the Lord hath proa- 
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ered my way; send me away, that 
may go uulo my master. 

G2 And they Baid, We will call the 
damsel and enquire at ber mouth. 

63 And they called Rebekah, and 
said ante her, Wilt thou go with Ibis 
man 7 

64 And she said, I will go. And 
thoy sent away Rcbekah their sister, 
and her nurse, and Abraham's serv¬ 
ant, and his men. 

65 And they blessed Rebekah, and 
said unLo her, 0 thou, our sister, be 
thou blessed of thousands—of mil¬ 
lions; and lot thy seed possess tbo 
gate of tboso who hate them. 

66 And Rebekah arose, and her 
damsels, and they rode upon the 
camels, and followed the man ; and 
the servant took Rebekah and went 
his way. 

07 And Isaao came from the way 
of tho well La-hai-roi; for be dwelt in 
the south country. 

68 And Isaac wont uuL to meditate 
in the held at eventide; and he liftod 
up his eyes, and saw, &Dd bohold tho 
camels coming. 

69 And Rebekah lifted up her eyes, 
and wben ehe saw Isaac, sbe lighted 
olT Lho camel; for she said unto the 
servant, What man is this that walk- 
cth in the field to meet us? 

70 And the servant said, It is my 
master; therefore she look a veil aDd 
covered boraelf. 

71 And the servant told Isaac all 
things that he had done. 

72 And Isaac brought her into his 
mother Sarah’s tent, and took Re¬ 
bekah, and she became bis wifo; and 
he loved her. 

73 And Isaac was comforted after 
his mother’s death. 

CIIAITKR XXV. 

A hr ahum marruih K'turah — His death — 
The gmrratious of Ishmad — His death — 
The birth of Esau and Jaeob — Esau teUeth 
hit birthright. 

milEN again Abraham took a wife, 
_Il and her name was Keturah. 

2 And she bare him Ziiurau, and 
Joksbun, and Modun, and Midian, 
and Isbbak, and fcihuah. 

3 Aud Jokshau begat Sheba, and 
Dedan. And tho sonB of Dedan 
wore Asahurim, and Letushim, and 
Leummiw. 

4 And the sons of Midian ; Ephah, 
and Upher, and llanooh, and Abidah, 


and Eldaah. All these were the 
obildren of Keturah. 

5 And Abraham gave all that he 
had unto Isaac. 

6 Dut unto tho sons of the oonou- 
bines, which Abraham had, Abraham 
gave gifts, and sent them away from 
Isaac his son, while he yet lived, east¬ 
ward, unto the east country. 

7 And these are the number of the 
years of Abraham’s life, which he 
lived, a hundred threescoro and fifteen 
years. 

8 Then Abraham gave up the ghost, 
and died in a good old age, an old 
man, and full of years; and was 
gathered to his people. 

9 And his sons Isaac and Ishmael 
buried him in tho cave of Machpelah, 
in the field of Ephron the son of 
Zohar the lliltite, which is before 
Mamre; 

10 The field which Abraham pur¬ 
chased of the boob of Heth ; there was 
Abraham buried, and Sarah his wife. 

11 And it came to pass after the 
death of Abraham, that God blessed 
his son Isaac; and Isaac dwelt by 
tho well La-hai-roi. 

12 Now these are the generations of 
Ishmael, Abraham's Bon, whom Hagar 
the Egyptian, Sarah’B hand-maid, 
bare unto Abrahaun ; 

13 And these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by their names, 
according to their generations; the 
first-born of Ishmael, Nebajoth ; and 
Kcdar, and Adboel, and Mibsam. 

14 And Mishina, and Dumah, and 
MaBBa. 

15 Hadar, and Toma, Jetur, No- 
phish, and Kedem&h; 

16 These are tho soub of Ishmael, 
and these are their names, by their 
towns, and by thoir castles; twelve 
prinoes according to their nations. 

17 And these are the number of the 
years of the life of Ishmael, a hundred 
and thirty and seven years; and he 
gave up the ghost and died, and was 
gathered unto his pooplc. 

18 And they dwelt from Havilah 
unto Shur, that is before Egypt, ai 
thou goest toward Assyria; and he 
died in the presence of all his 
brethron. 

19 And these are tbo generations of 
Isaao, Abraham’s son; Abraham be^ 
gat Isaao; 
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20 And Isaac was forty years old 
when he took Rebekah to wife, the 
daughter of Bethnel the Syrian of 
Padan-aram, the sister to Laban the 
Syrian. 

21 And Isaao entreated the Lord 
for his wife, that she might bare 
children, because she was barren. 
And the Lord was entreated of him, 
and Rebekah Mb wife oonceived. 

22 And the children struggled to¬ 
gether within her womb; and she 
Baid, If I am with child, why is it 
thus with me ? And she went to 
enquire of the Lord. 

23 And the Lord said unto her, Two 
nations are in thy womb, and two 
manner of people shall be separated 
from thy bowels; and tbe one people 
shall be stronger than the other 
people; and the cider shall serve the 
younger. 

24 And when her days to be de¬ 
livered .were fulfilled, behold, there 
were twins in her womb. 

25 And the first came out red, all 
over like a hairy garment; and they 
oalled his name Esau. 

20 And after that came his brother 
out, and his hand took hold on Esau’s 
heel; and his name was called Jacob; 
and Isaao was threescore years old 
when she bare them. 

27 And the boys grew; and Esau 
was a ounning hunter, a man of the 
field; and Jacob was a plain man, 
dwelling in tents. 

28 And Isaac loved Esan, because 
he did eat of his venison; but Re¬ 
bekah loved Jacob. 

29 And Jacob sod pottage; and 
Esau came from the field, and he was 
faint; 

30 And Esau said to Jacob, Feed 
me, I pray thee, with that same red 
pottago ; for I am faint; therefore 
was his name called Edom. 

31 And Jacob said, Sell me this 
day thy birthright. 

32 And Esau 9aid, Behold, I am at 
the point of dying ; and what shall 
this birthright profit me ? 

33 And Jacob said, Swear to me 
this day; and he swore unto him; 
and ho sold his birthright unto 
Jacob. 

34 Then Jacob gave Esau bread 
and pottage of lentiles; and he did 
eat and drink, and rose up, and went 


Ma way. Thus Baaa despised hli 
birthright. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Isaac goeth to Qtrar—Qod blesseOi —Bs 

denxeVx his wife—Esau marridK 
ND there was a famine in the 
land, besides the first famine 
that was in the days of Abraham. 
And Isaac went unto Abimelech king 
of the Philistines unto Gerar. 

2 And the Lord appeared unto him, 
and said. Go not down into Egypt ; 
dwell in the land whioh I shall toll 
thee of. 

3 Sojourn in this land, and I will 
be with thee, and will bless thee; for 
unto thee, and unto thy seed, I will 
give all these countries, and I will 
perform the oath which I aware unto 
Abraham thy father; 

4 And I will make thy seed to mul¬ 
tiply as the stars of heaven, and will 
give unto thy seed all the?e countries; 
and in thy seed shall all the nations 
of the earth be hlesscd ; 

5 Because that Abraham obeyed my 
voice, and kept my charge, my com¬ 
mandments, my statutes, and my laws. 

6 And Isaac dwelt in Gerar. 

7 And the men of the place asked 
him concerning his wife; and be 
said. She is my sister; for be feared 
to say, She is my wife ; lest, the men 
of the place should kill him for to 
get Rebekah ; because she was fair to 
look upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he had 
been there a long time, that Abime¬ 
lech king of the Philistines looked 
out at a window, and saw, and, be¬ 
hold, Isaac was sporting with Rebe¬ 
kah his wife. 

9 And Abimelech called Isaac, and 
said, Behold, of a surety Rebekah is 
thy wife; and how saidst thou she 
is thy sister? And Isaac Baid unto 
him. I said it because I feared leBt I 
die for her. 

10 And Abimeleoh said, What is 
this thou bast done onto us? one of 
the people might lightly have lain 
with thy wife, and thou shouldest 
have brought guiltiness upon us. 

11 And Abimelech oharged all his 
people, saying, He that toucheth this 
man or his wife shall surely be put 
to death. 

12 Then Isaao sowed in that land, 
and received in the same year a hun- 
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dred-foJd; and the Lord blessed him. 

13 And the man waxed great, and 
went forward, and grew nntil he be¬ 
came very great; 

14 For he had possession of flocks, 
and posssesion of herds, and groat 
store of servants ; and Ihe Philistines 
envied him. 

15 For all the wells which his fa¬ 
ther’s servants had digged in the 
days of Ahraham his father, the 
Philistines bad stopped them, and 
filled them with carln. 

16 And Abimolccb snid unto Isaac, 
Go from us; for thou art much might¬ 
ier than wo. 

17 And Isaac departed thence, and 
pitched his tent in the valloy of Qerar, 
and dwelt there. 

16 And Isaao digged again the 
wells of water, whioh they had digged 
In the days of Abraham his father; 
for the Philistines had stopped them 
after the death of Abraham ; and he 
called thoir names after the names 
by which bis father had called them. 

19 And Isaac’s servants digged in 
the valley, and found there a well of 
springing wator. 

20 And the herdman of Gorar did 
strive with Isaac’s berdmen, saying, 
The wator is ours ; and he called the 
name of the well Esek; because they 
strove with him. 

21 And they digged another well, 
and strove for that also; and ho 
aallcd the name of it Sitnah. 

22 And he removed from thenoo, 
and digged another well; and for 
that they strove not; and be called 
the name of it Kehobolh ; and he 
said, For now the Lord hath rnado 
room for us, and we shall be fruitful 
in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence to 
Boer-sheba. 

24 And the Lord appeared unto 
him the Bame night, and said, I am 
the God of Abraham thy father; fear 
not, for 1 am with thee, and will bless 
thoe, and multiply thy seed for my 
servant Abraham’s sake. 

25 Aud ho buildod an altar there, 
and called upon the name of the 
Lord, and pitched his tent there; 
and there Isaac’s servants diggod a 
well. 

20 Then Abimeloch went to hiui 
from Gerar, and Ahuezalh one of his 


friends, and Phiohol the ohlef oup tain 
of his army. 

27 And Isaao Baid unto them, 
Wherefore come yo to me, seoing ye 
hate me, and have sent me away 
from you ? 

28 And they said, We saw certainly 
that the Lord was with thee ; and we 
said, Let there he now an oath be¬ 
twixt us, even betwixt us and thee, 
and let us make a covenant with 
thee; 

29 That tbou wilt do us no hurt, 
as we have not touched thee, and as 
we have done unto thee nothing but 
good, and have sent thee away in 
peace; thou art now the blessed of 
the Lord. 

30 And he made them a feast, and 
they did oat and drink. 

31 And they rose up betimes in the 
morning, and sware one to another ; 
and Isaac sent them away, and they 
departed from him in peaoe. 

32 And it came to pass the same 
day, that Isaac’s servants came, and 
told him concerning the well which 
they had digged, and said unto him, 
We have found water. 

33 And he called it Sheba; there¬ 
fore Lhe name of the city is Beer- 
sbeba unto this day. 

34 And Esau was forty years old 
when he took to wife Judith the 
daughter of Beeri the Bittite, and 
Bushemath the daughter of Elon the 
Hittite; 

36 Which were a grief of mind unto 
Isaao and to Kcbekuh. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Jacob by ttralagcm obtaineth the blutisig. 
ND it cauio to pass, that when 
Isaao was old, and his eyes were 
dim, bo that he could not see, he call¬ 
ed Esau hie eldost son, and said unto 
him, My son ; and ho said unto him, 
Behold, here am I. 

2 Aud he said, Behold now, I am 
old, I know not the day of my death; 

3 Now therefore take, I pray thee, 
thy weapons, thy quiver ana thy bow, 
and go ouL to the Gold, and take me 
some vonison ; 

4 And make mo savoury meat, such 
as I love, and briDg it to me, that I 
may eat; that my soul may bless thoe 
before I die. 

5 And Kobekah heard when Isaac 
spake to Esau his son. And Esau 
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went to iho Bold to bunt for venison, 
and to bring it. 

6 And Rebekafc spake unto Jacob 
her eon, saying, Behold, I heard thy 
father speak unto Esau thy brother, 
saying, 

7 Bring me venison, and make me 
savoury meat, that I may eat, and 
bless thee before the Lord before my 
death. 

8 Now therefore, my sou, obey my 
voice according to that which I com¬ 
mand thee. 

9 Go now to the flock, and fetch 
me from tbence two good kids of the 
goats ; and I will make them savoury 
meat for thy father, such as he 
loveth; 

10 And thou shall bring it to thy 
father, that be may eat, and that he 
may bless thee before bis death. 

11 And Jacob said to Rebckab his 
mother, Behold, Esau my broLher is 
a hairy man, and I am a smooth 
man ; 

12 My father peradventure will feel 
mu, and I shall seem to him as a de¬ 
ceiver; and I shall bring a curse 
upon me, and not a blessing. 

13 And bis mother said unto him, 
Upon me be thy curse, my sun; only 
obey my voice, and go fetch me 
them. 

14 And be went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother; and his 
mother made savoury meat, such as 
his father loved. 

15 And Rebekab took goodly rai¬ 
ment of her eldest son Esau, which 
were with her in the house, and put 
Jiem upon Jacob her younger son ; 

16 And she put the skins of the 
kids of the goals upon bis hands, 
and upon the smooth of bis oeok ; 

17 And she gave the savoury meat 
and tbe bread, wbich she had pro- 
pared, into tbo band of ber son Ja- 
oob. 

18 And ho camo unto his father, 
and said, My father; and he said, 
Here am I; who art thou, my son ? 

19 And Jacob 9aid unto his father, 
I am Esau thy first-born; I have done 
according as thou badesl me - arise, I 
pray thee, sit and eat of my venisou, 
that thy soul may bles 9 mo. 

20 And Isaao said unto his son, 
How is it that thou bast found it so 
quickly, my sun ? And he said. Be¬ 


cause the Lord thy Ood brought it 
to me. 

21 And Isaao said unto Jacob, 
Come near, I pray thee, that I may 
feci thee, my son, whether thou be 
my very son Esau or not. 

22 And Jacob went near unto Isaac 
his father; and he felt him, and said, 
The voice is Jacob’s voice, but the 
hands are the hands of Esau. 

23 And he discerned him not, be¬ 
cause his hands were hairy, as his 
brother Esau’s hands; so he blessed 

| him. 

, 24 And he said, Art thou my very 
! son Esau? And he said, I am. 

25 And he said, Bring it near to 
me, and I will eat of my son’s veni¬ 
son, that my soul may hless thee. 
And he brought it near to him, and 

| he did cat; and he brought him wine, 
i and be drank. 

26 And his father Isaao said onto 
him, Come near now, and kiss me, 
my son. 

27 And be c&me near, and kissed 
j him; and he smelled the smell of his 

raiment, and blessed him, and said, 
I See, the smell of my son is as tbe 
smell of a field which tbe Lord bath 
blessed; 

28 Therefore God give thee of the 
dew of heaven, and tbe fatness of 
the earth, and plenty of corn and 
wine; 

29 Let people serve thee, and na¬ 
tions bow down to thee; be lord over 
thy brethren, and let thy mother’s 
sons bow down to thee; cursed be 
every one that cursetb thee, and 
blessed be he that blesseth thee. 

30 And it came to pass, as Boon os 
Isaac bad made an end of blessing 
Jaoob, and Jacob was yet soaroe 
gone out from the prosenou of Isaao 
his lather, that Esau bis brother 
came in from his hunting. 

31 And he also had made savoury 
meat, and brought it unto his father, 
and said UDto bis father, Let my 
father arise, and eat of his son’s 
venison, that thy soul may bless 
me. 

32 And Isaao his father said unto 
him, Who art thou? And he said, 
I am thy son, thy first-born, Esau. 

33 And Isaao trembled very ex¬ 
ceedingly, aud said, Who? where is 
he that hath taken venisou, aud 
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brought it me, and I have caLcn of 
all before thou earnest, and have 
blessed him ? yea, and he shall be 
blessed. 

34 And whon Esau heard the words 
of his father, he cried with a great 
and exceeding bitter ory, and said 
unto his father, Bless me, oven me 
• Iso, 0 my falhor. 

35 And he said. Thy brother oame 
with subtilty, and hath taken away 
thy blessing. 

36 And ho said, Is not he rightly 
named Jacob ? for he hath supplanted 
mo those two times; he took away 
my birthright; and, behold, now ho 
hath takon away my blossing. And 
ho said, Hast thou not rcservod a 
blcsHing for me ? 

37 Ami Isuao answorod and said 
unto Esau, Behold, I havo made him 
ihy lord, and all his brethren hare I 
given to him lor servants; and with 
corn and wino havo I sustained him; 
and whal shall I do now unto thee, 
my son ? 

38 And Esau said unto hiB father, 
Hast thou but one blessing, my fa¬ 
ther? bless me, oven mo also, 0 my 
falhor. And Esau liftod up his voice, 
and wo])t. 

30 And Isaoo hie father answered 
and said unto him, Behold, thy 
dwelling shall bo the fatness of the 
earth, and of tho dew of heaven 
from above; 

40 And by thy sword shalt thou 
live, and shalt serve thy brother; 
and it shall come to pass when 
thou shalt have the dominion, that 
thou shalt break his yoko from off 
thy neck. 

41 And Esau hated Jaoob because 
of the blessing whorewith his falher 
blessed him; and Esau said in his 
heart, Th > days of mourning for my 
father an at band; then will I slay 
my brother Jacob. 

42 And those words of Esau her 
elder son were told to Rebekah; and 
she sont and called Jaoob her younger 
eon, and said uuto him, Behold, thy 
brolhcr Esau, as touching thoo, doth 
ooiufurt himself, purposing to kill 
thee. 

43 Now therefore, my son, oboy my 
voice ; and arise, flee thou to Laban 
my brother, to llaran ; 

41 Aud tarry with him a fow days, 


until thy brothers fury turn away; 

45 Until thy brothers anger turn 
away from thee, and he forget that 
whioh thoa hast done to him; then 
I will send, and fotch thee from 
thonce; why should I be deprived 
also of you both in one day ? 

46 And Rebekah said to Isaac, I 
am weary of my life because of the 
daughters of Heth; if Jacob take a 
wife of the daughters of Ilcth, such 
as these whioh arc of the daughters 
of the land, what good shall my life 
do me ? 

CHAPTER XXVm. 
haae blcsscth Jacob—Esau marrieth Maher 
lath—The vision of Jacob’s ladder—Tht 
stone of Rtihrd — Jacob’s vow. 

ND Isaao called Jacob, and 
blessed him, and charged him, 
and said unto him, Thou shalt not 
tukea wifo of the daughters of Canaan. 

2 Arise, go to Padan-aram, to the 
housoof Bethuel thy mother's father; 
and take theo a wife from thence of 
tho daughters of Laban thy mother’s 
brother.

9 Then went Esau unto Ishmael 
and took unto the wiveB which he 
had Mahalath tho daughter of Ieh- 
mael Abraham’s son, the sister of 

! Nobajoth, to bo his wife. 
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10 And Jacob went oat from Beer- 
sheba, and went toward llaran. 

11 And he lighted upon a certain 
place, and tarried there all night, be¬ 
cause the pud was set; and he took 
of the stones of that place, and put 
them for his pillows, and lay down in 
that place to sleep. 

12 And he dreamed, and hchold a 
ladder set up on the earth, and the 
top of it reached to heaven ; and he* 
hold the angels of God ascending and 
descending upon it.

17 And he was afraid, and said, IIow 
dreadful is this place! this is none 
other but the house of God, and this 
is the gate of heaven. 

18 And Jacob rose up early in the 
morning, and took the stone that he 
had put for his pillows, and set it up 
for a pillar, and poured oil upon the 
top of it. 

19 And he called the name of that 
place Beth el; but the name of that 
city was called Lui at the first. 

20 And Jacob vowod a vow, saying, 
If God will bo with me, and will keop 
mo in this way that I go, and will give 
me bread to cat, and raiment to put on, 

21 So that I come again to my 
father's house in poaco; then shall 
the Lord be my God ; 

22 And the place of this stone which 
I have sot for a pillar, shall be the 
plaoe of God's houso; and of all that 
thou shalt give me I will surely give 
the tanth onto thee.

13 And Leah said, TIappy am I, for 
the daughters will call mo blessed; 
and sho called his name Asher. 

14 And Reuben went in the days of 
wheal harvest, and found mandrakes 
in the held, and brought them unto 
his mother Leah. Then Rachel said 
to Leah, Give me, I pray thee, of thy 
son’s mandrakes. 

15 And she said unto her, Is it a 
small matter that thou hast taken my 
husband ? and wouldcst thou tako 
away my son’s mandrakes also ?

23 And sho conceived, and bare a 
son ; and said, God hath taken away 
my reproach; 

24 And sho called his name Jo¬ 
seph; and eaid, The Lord shall add

25 And it oamc to pass, when Ra- 
ohel had borne Joseph, that Jacob 
eaid unto Laban, Send mo away, that 


I may go unto mine own place, and 
to my country. 

26 Give me my wiveB and my chil¬ 
dren, for whom I have served thee, 
and let me go; for thou knowest my 
service which I have done thee. 

27 And Laban said unto him, I 
pray thee, if I have found favour in 
thine eyes, tarry ; for I have learned 
by experience that the Lord hath 
blessed me for thy sake. 

29 And he said, Appoint me thy 
wages, and I will give it. 

29 And he said unto him, Thou 
knowest how I have served thee, and 
how thy cattlo was with me. 

30 For it was little which thou hadst 
before I came, and it is now increased 
unto a multitude ; and the Lord hath 
blessed thee since my coming ; and 
now, when shall I provide for mine 
own house also ? 

31 Apd he said, What shall I give 
thee? And Jacob said, Thou shalt 
not give me anything; if thou wilt 
do this thing for me, I will again 
feed and keep thy flock.

35 And ho removed that day the 
ho goats that were ringstreaked and 
spotted, and all the sho goats that 
wore speckled and spotted, and every 
ono that had some wnite in it, and all 
the brown among tho sheep, and gave 
them into the hand of his sods. 

36 And besot three days’jonmey 
betwixt himself aod Jacob; and Ja¬ 
cob fed the rest of Laban’s flocks. 

37 And Jaoob took him rods of 
greon poplar, and of tho hazel and 
ohesnut tree ; and pilled whito streaks 
in Ihern, and made tho whito appear 
whioh was in the mds. 

3S And he set the rods whioh he 
had pilled boforo the flocks in the gat- 
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Ters in the watering troughs when the 
flocks came to drink, that they should 
conceive when they came to drink. 

39 And the flocks conceived before 
the rods, and brought forth cattle 
ringstreaked, Bpeokled, and spotted. 

40 And Jacob did separate the 
lambs, and sot the faces of the (locks 
toward the ringstreuked, and all the 
brown in the flock of Laban ; and ho 
put his own flocks by themselves, and 
put them not uuto Laban’s cattle. 

41 And it came to pass, whensoever 
the stronger cattle did conceive, that 
Jacob laid the rods before the eyes of 
tho cattle in the gutters, that they 
might conceive among tho rods. 

4 2 Hut when tho cattle were feeble, 
bo put Ibcrn not in ; so the foeblor 
were Laban’s, and tho strongor 
Jacob's. 

43 And tho man incroascd exceed¬ 
ingly, and bad much cattle, and 
maid servants, aud men servants, 
and cuiuol.s, and asses. 

CIIAPTEII XXXI. 

Jacob departs! h secretly — Laban vurtutlh 
him—The covenant at OaUed. 

ND he beard the words of La¬ 
ban’s Bone, saying, Jacob hath 
taken away all that was our father's; 
and of that which was our father's 
bath he gotten nil this glory. 

2 And Jacob behold tho countenance 
of Laban, aud, behold, it was not 
toward him as before. 

3 And the Lord said unto Jaoob, 
Return unto tho land of thy fathers, 
and to thy kindred; and I will be 
with thee. 

4 And Jacob sent and called Rachel 
and Leah to the field unto his Book, 

5 And said unto them, I see your 
father’s oountonancc, that it is not 
toward mo as before ; but tbc God of 
uiy lather hath been with mo. 

ft And yo kuuw that with all my 
power I havo servod your father. 

7 And your father hath deceived 
mo, and changed my wages ton 
times; but (lad sufTored him not to 
hurt mo. 

8 If ho said thus, Tho speckled 
shall bo thy wages; then all tho cat¬ 
tle bare speckled; and if ho said 
thus, Tho ringstreakod shall bo thy 
hiro; then baro all tbo cattle ring- 
stroakod. 

V Thus God hath takon away the 


cattle of your father, and given them 
to me. 

10 And it came to pass at tho time 
that tho cattle conceived, that I lifted 
up mine eyes, and saw in a dream, 
ADd, behold, the rams whioh leaped 
upon the cattle were ringstreaked, 
speckled, and grizzled. 

11 And the angel of God spake unto 
me in a dream, saying, Jacoh; and I 
said, Ilcre am I. 

12 And ho said, Lift up now thine 
eyes, and Bee, all the rams which leap 
upon the cattle are ringstreaked, 
speckled, and grizzled; for I have 
seen all that Laban doelh unto theo. 

13 I am tho God of Doth-el, where 
thou anointedst the pillar, and where 
thou vowedst a vow unto me; now 
arise, get thee out from this land, and 
return unto tho land of thy kindred. 

14 And Rachel and Leah answered 
and said unto him, Is there yet any 
portion or inheritance for us in our 
father’s house ? 

15 Arc we not counted of him 
strangers? for he hath sold us, and 
hath quite devoured also our money. 

16 For all the riches which God 
hath taken from our father, that is 
ours, aud our children's; now then 
whatsoever God hath said onto thee, 
do. 

17 Thon Jaooh rose up, and set his 
sons and his wives upon camels ; 

18 And ho carried away all his oat- 
tle, and all his goods which he had 
gotten, the cattle of his getting, 
which he had gotten in Padan-aram, 
for to go to Isaao his father in the 
land of Canaan. 

19 And Laban went to shear his 
sheep ; and Rachel had stolen the 
imngofl that were her father’s. 

20 And Jaoob stole away unawareB 
to Laban the Syrian, in that he told 
him not that he fled. 

21 So he fled with all that ho had ; 
and be roso up, and passed over the 
river, and set his faoe toward the 
mouut Gilead. 

22 And it was told Laban on the 
third day, that Jacob was fled. 

23 And he took his brolhrcn with 
him, and pursued after him seven 
days’ journoy; and they overtook 
him in the mount Gilead. 

24 And God came to Laban the 
Syrian in a dream by uight, and said 
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auto him, Take heed that thou apeak 
not to Jacob either good or bad. 

25 Then Laban overtook Jacob. 
Now Jacob had pitched hia tent in the 
mount; and Laban with hia brethren 
pitched in tho mount of Gilead. 

20 And Laban eaid to Jacob, What 
hast thou done, that thou hast stolen 
away unawares to me, and carried 
away my daughters, as captives taken 
with the sword ? 

27 Wherefore didst thou flee away 
secretly, and steal away from me; 
and didst not tell me, that I might 
have sent thee away with mirth, and 
with Bongs, with tahret, and with 
harp ? 

28 And hast not suffered me to kiss 
my soob and my daughters? thou 
hast now done foolishly in so doing. 

29 It is in tho power of my hand 
to do you hurt; but tho God of your 
father spako unto me yesternight, say¬ 
ing, Take thou heed that thou speak 
not to Jacob either good or bad. 

30 And now, though thou wouldest 
needs be gone, because thou sore 
longedst after thy father’s house, yet 
wherefore hast thou stolen my gods ? 

31 And Jacob answered and said 
to Laban, Because I was afraid; for 
I said, Perndventure thou wouldest 
Lake by force thy daughters from 
me. 

32 With whomsoever thou findest 
thy gods, let him not live; hefore 
our brethren discern thou what is 
thine with me, and take it to thee. 
For Jacob knew uot that Rachel had 
stolen them. 

33 And Laban went into Jacob's 
tent, and into Leah’s tent, and into 
the two maid servants’ tents; but he 
found them not. Then went he out 
of Leah’s tent, and entered into Ra¬ 
chel’s tent. 

34 Now Rachel had taken tho 
images, and put them in the camel’s 
furniture, and sat upon them. And 
Laban searched all the tent, but 
found them not. 

35 And she said to her father, Let 
It not displease my lord that I cannot 
rise up before thee ; for the custom of 
women is upon me. And he scnrcliod, 
but found not the images. 

36 And Jacob was wroth, and cbodo 
with Labau; and Jacob answered 
and said to Laban. Wbut is my tres- I 


pass? what is my ein, that thou hast 
so hotly pursued after me ? 

37 Whereas thou hast searched all 
my stuff, what hast thou found of all 
thy household stuff? set it here before 
my brethren and thy brethren, that 
they may judge betwixt us both. 

38 This twenty years have I been 
with thee; thy ewes and thy she 
goats havo not cast their young, and 
the rams of thy flock have I not 
eaten. 

39 That which was torn of beasts 
I brought not unto thee; I bare Lhe 
loss of it; of my hand didst thou 
require it, whether stolen by day, or 
stolen by night. 

40 Thus I was; in the day the 
drought consumed me, and the frost 
by night; and my sleep departed 
from mine eyes. 

41 Thus have I been twenty yearB 
in thy house; I served thee fourteen 
years for thy two daughters, and six 
years for thy cattle ; and thou ha^t 
changed my wages ten times. 

42 Except the God of my father, 
the God of Abraham, and the fear of 
Isaac, had beeu with me, surely thou 
hadst sent me away now empty. 
God hath seen my affliction and the 
labour of my hands, and rebuked thee 
yesternight. 

43 And Laban answered and said 
unto Jacob, These daughters are my 
daughters, and theso children are my 
children, and these cattlo are my cat¬ 
tle, and all that thou seest is mine; 
and what can I do this day unto these 
my daughters, or unto their children 
which they have borne? 

44 Now therefore come thon, let 
us make a covenant, I and thou; and 
let it be for a witness between me 
and thee. 

45 And Jacob took a stone, and set 
it up for a pillar. 

46 And Jacob said unto his bre¬ 
thren, Gather stonos ; and they took 
stones, and made a heap; and they 
did cat there upon the heap. 

47 And Laban called it Jcgar-s*- 
hadutha; but Jacob culled it Galoed. 

4S And Laban said, This heap is a 
witness between me and thee this 
day. Therefore was the name of it 
called Galeed, 

49 And Mispah; for be said. The 
Lord watch between me and thee, 
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when wo ri.ro absent one from anothor. 

60 If llinu shall afflict my daugh¬ 
ters, or if thou sliult lake other wives 
beeido my daughters, ao man is with 
us; see, God is witnoss betwixt me 
and thee. 

51 And Laban Baid to Jacob, Be¬ 
hold this heap, and behold this pillar, 
whioh I have oast betwixt mo and 
thee ; 

52 This heap be witness, and this 
pillar be witness, that I will not pass 
over this heap to thoe, and that thou 
sholt not pass over this heap and this 
pillar unto me. for harm. 

53 The God of Abraham, and the 
God of Nahor, the God of their 
father, judge belwixt us. And Jacob 
sware by the fear of his falhor Isaac. 

54 Then Jacob offorod saorifioo upon 
the mount, and called his brethren to 
eat bread; and they did eat bread, 
and tarried all night in the mount. 

55 And early in the morning La¬ 
ban rose up, and kissed his sons and 
bis daughters, and blessed them; and 
Laban departed, and returned unto 
his place. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Jacolt's vision—He sendeth a present to Esau 

—He wrentleth urith an angel at Peniel — 

He in called Israel. 

ND Jacob went on his way, and 
the angels of God met him. 

2 And whon Jaaob saw them, ho 
said, This is God’s host; and he 
oalled the name of that placo Maha- 
naim. 

3 And Jaoob sent messengers be¬ 
fore him to Esau his brother unto the 
land of Soir, the country of Edom. 

4 And he commanded them, saying, 
Thus shall ye spenk unto my lord 
Esau ; Thy servant Jaoob saith thus, 
I have sojourned with Laban, and 
stayed there until now; 

5 And I have oxen, and aBses, 
Hooks, an 1 men servants, and women 
servants; and I have sent to tell my 
lord, that I may find grace in thy 
sight. 

6 And the messengers returned to 
Jaeoh, saying, We oame to thy 
brother Esau, aod also he aomoth to 
meet thee, and four hundred men 
with him. 

7 Then Jacob was groatly afraid 
and distressed; and he divided the 
people that was with him, and the 


flocks, and herds, and the camels, 
into two bands; 

8 And said, If Esau oouio to the one 
company, and smite it, then the 
other company which is left shal! 
escape. 

9 And Jacob said, 0 God of my 
father Abraham, and God of my 
father Isaac, the Lord which saidst 
unto me, Return unto thy country, 
and to thy kindred, and I will dea! 
well with theo; 

10 I am not worthy of the least of 
all tho mercies, and of all the truth, 
which thou hast showod unto thy 
servant; for with my staff I passed 
over this Jordan ; and now I am be¬ 
come two bauds. 

11 Deliver mo, I pray theo, from 
the hand of my hrolher, from the 
hand of Esau; for I fear him, lest he 
will come and smite me, and the 
mothers with the children. 

12 And thou saidst, I will surely do 
theo good, and make thy seed as the 
sand of the sea, which cannot be 
numbered for multitude. 

13 And he lodged there that same 
night; and took of that whioh came 
to his hand a present for Esau bis 
brother; 

14 Two hundrod she goats and 
twenty he goats, two hundred ewes 
and twenty ramB, 

15 Thirty milch camels with their 
colts, forty kine and ten bulls, twenty 
she asses and ten foals. 

16 And ho delivered them into the 
hand of his servants, every drove by 
themselves; and said unto his serv¬ 
ants, Pass over before me, and pat a 
space betwixt drovo and drove. 

17 And ho oommanded the fore¬ 
most, saying, When Esau my brother 
moetoth thee, and asketh thee, Bay¬ 
ing, Whose art thou ? and whither 
goest thou? and whose aro these bo- 
fore theo? 

18 Then thou shalt say, They bo thy 
sorvant Jacob’s; it ib a preaont sent 
unto my lord Esau ; and, behold, also 
be is behind ns. 

19 And so commanded he t* ' second 
and the third, and all that followed 
the droves, saying, On this manner 
shall ye speak unto Esau, when ye 
find him. 

20 And say ye moreover, Behold, 
thy servant Jaoob is behind ns. For 
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he said, I will appease him with the 
projent that goeth before mo, and 
afterward I will see his face; perad- 
venture he will accept of me. 

21 So went tho present over before 
Dim; and himself lodged that night 
in the company. 

22 And he rose op that night, and 
took his two wives, and his two 
women servants, and his eleven sons, 
and passed over the ford Jabbok. 

23 And he took them, and sent 
them over the brook, and sent over 
that he had. 

21 And Jacob was left alone; and 
there wrestled a man with him until 
the breaking of the day. 

25 And when he saw that he pre¬ 
vailed net against him, he touched 
the hollow of his thigh ; and Lhe hol¬ 
low of Jacob’s thigh was out of joint, 
as he wrestled with him. 

26 And he said, Let me go, for the 
day brenketh. And he said, I will 
not let thee go, except thou bless me. 

27 And he said unto him, What is 
thy name? And ho said, Jacob. 

2S And he said, Thy name shall bo 
called no more Jacob, but Israel; for 
as a prince hast thou power with God 
and with men, and hast prevailed. 

29 And Jacob asked him, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, thy name. And 
he said, Wherefore is it that thou 
dost ask after my name? And he 
blessed him there. 

.30 And Jacob called the name of 
the place Peniel; for I have seen God 
face to face, and my life is preserved. 

31 And as he passed over Penucl 
the sun rose upon him, and h« halted 
upon his thigh. 

32 Therefore the children of Israel 
eat not of the sinew which shrank, 
whioh is upon the hollow of tho thigh, 
unto this day; because he touched 
the hollow of Jacob's thigh in the 
sinew that shrank. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

The kindness of Jacob and Esau at their 

meeting—Jacob buildeth an altar railed. El- 

Etohe-Israel. 

A ND Jacob lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, Esau came, 
and with him four hundred men. 
And he divided tho childron QDto 
Loah, and unto Rachel, and unto the 
two handmaids, 

2 And he put the handmaids and 


their children foremost, and Leah and 
her children after, and Rachel and 
Joseph hindermosl. 

3 And he passed over before them, 
and bowed himself to the ground 
seven times, until he came near to 
his brother. 

4 And Esan ran to meet him, and 
embraced him, and fell on his neck, 
and kissed him; and they wept. 

5 And he lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the women and tne children, and 
said, Who are those with thee ? And 
he said, The children which God 
hath graciously given thy servant 

6 Then the handmaidenscame near, 
they and their children, aDd they 
bowed themselves. 

7 And Leah also with her children 
came near, and bowed themselves; 
and after came Joseph near and 
Rachel, and they bowed themselves. 

8 And he B&id, What meanest thou 
by all this drove which I met? And 
he said, These are to find grace in 
the sight of my lord, 

9 And Esan said, I have enough, 
my brother; keep that thou hast 
unto thyself. 

10 And Jacob said, Nay, I pray 
thee, if now I have found grace in 
thy sight, then receive my present at 
my hand; for therefore I have seen 
thy face, as though I had seen the 
face of God, and thou wast pleased 
with me. 

11 Take, I pray thee, my blessing 
that is brought to thee; because God 
hath dealt graciously with me, and 
because I have enough. And he 
urged him, and he took it. 

12 And he said, Let us take our 
journey, and let us go, and I will go 
before thee. 

13 And he said unto him, My lord 
knoweth that the children are tender, 
and the flocks and herds with young 
aro with me; and if men should over¬ 
drive them one day, all the flock will 
die. 

14 Let my lord, I pray thee, pass 
over before his servant; and I will 
lead on softly, according as the cattle 
that goeth before mo and the ohildren 
be able to endure, until I come unto 
my lord unto Scir. 

15 And Esau said, Let me nuw leave 
with thee some of the folk that are 
with me. And he said, What needvth 
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il? let me find grace in the eight of 
my lord. 

lfi So Esau returned that day on hie 
way unto Seir. 

17 And Jaoob journoyed to Succoth, 
and built him a house, and made 
booths for his cattle; therefore the 
name of the place is called Succoth. 

18 And Jaoob came to Sbalem, a 
city of Shechcm, which is in the land 
of Canaan, when he oame from Padan- 
arnm; and pitchod his lent before 
the city. 

19 And he bought a parcel of a 
Geld, where he had spread his tent, 
at the hand of the children of Uamor, 
Shechcm’s father, for a hundred pieces 
of money. 

20 And ho erected there an altar, 
and called it El-Elobe-Isracl. 

CHAPTER XJCXIV. 

Dinah u ravished by Sheehan — Circumci¬ 
sion of Uit ShcchemUes—The torn qf Jacob 

slay than, and spoil their ciiy—Jacob rt- 

prove/h Simeon and Levi. 

ND Dinah the daughtor of Leah, 
which she bare unto Jacob, wont 
out to soc the daughters of the land. 

2 Aud when Shechem the non of 
lLiiiuor the Ilivite, prince of the 
country, saw her, ho took her, and 
lay with her, and doGled her. 

3 And his soul clave unto Dinah 
the daughter of Jacob, and ho loved 
the damsel, and spake kindly unto 
iho damsel. 

4 And Shechem spake unto hia fa¬ 
ther llarnor, saying, Qet me this 
damsel to wife. 

5 And Jacob heard that he had de¬ 
nied Dinah his daughter; now his 
sons wore with his cattle in the Gold; 
and Jacob held his peace unLil they 
wero come. 

fl And Uamor tho father of Shechem 
went out unto Jaoob to commune with 
h in. 

7 And tho eons of Jacob camo out 
of tho Gold when they hoard it; and 
tho luon wore grieved, and they wore 
very wroth, because ho had wrought 
folly in Israel in lying with Jacob’s 
daughtor; whioh thing ought not to 
bo done. 

8 And Llarnor communed wilb them, 
saying, Tho soul of my sou Sheohoiu 
longelh for your daughtor; I pray 
you give her him to wife. 

9 And make ye marriages with ns, 


and give your daughters unto us, and 
take our daughters unto you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with us; and 
the land shall be before you; dwell 
and trade ye therein, aud get you 
possessions therein. 

11 And Shechem said unto her fa¬ 
ther and unto her brethren, Let ms 
find grace in your eyes, and what ye 
shall say unto me I will give. 

12 Ask me never so much dowry 
and gift, and I will give according as 
ye shall say unto mo; but give me 
the damsel to wife. 

13 And tho sous of Jacob answered 
Shechem and Uamor his father de¬ 
ceitfully, and said, because he had 
defiled Dinah their sister; 

14 And they said unto them, We 
cannot do this thing, to give our sis¬ 
ter to one that is uncircumoiscd ; for 
that were a reproach unto us ; 

15 But in this will we consent unto 
you ; If ye will be as we be, that every 
male of you be circumcised; 

16 Then will we give our daughters 
unto you, and we will take your 
daughters to us, and we will dwell 
with you, and we will become one 
people. 

17 But if yo will noL hearken unto 
us, to be ciroumcised ; then will we 
take our daughter, and we will be 
gone. 

18 And their words pleased Hamor 
and Shecbcm Humor’s son. 

19 And tho young man deferred not 
to do the thing, because he had de¬ 
light in Jacob’s daughter; and he 
was more honourable than aU the 
houso of his futhor. 

20 And Uamor and Shechem his 
son came unto the gate of their oity, 
and communed with the men of their 
city, saying, 

21 These men are peaceable with 
us; thorefore let them dwell in the 
land, and trade therein ; for the land, 
behold, it is largo enough for them; 
let us tuke thoir daughters to us for 
wives, and let us give them our 
daughters. 

22 Only herein will the men aon- 
sent unto as for to dwell with ub, to 
be ono people, if every male amoug 
us bo oiroumoised, as thoy are oir- 
ouinoised. 

23 Shall not thoir cattle and their 
lubstunoe and every beast of their#

be ours? only let ua consent no to 
them, and they will dwell with us. 

24 And unto Ilamor and unto Shc- 
chem his son hearkened all ‘hat went 
out of the gate of his city; and every 
male was circumcised, all that went 
out of the gale of his city. 

25 And it came to pas9 on the third 
day, when they were sore, that two of 
the sons of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, 
Dinah’s brethren, took each man tiB 
sword, and came upon the oity boldlij, 
and slew all the males. 

26 And they slew Ilamor and Ste- 
chem his son with the edge of the 
sword, and took Dinah out of Phe- 
chem’s house, and went out. 

27 The sons of Jacob came upon 
the slain, and spoiled the city, be¬ 
cause they had defiled their sister. 

28 They took their sheep, and their 
oxen, and their asses, and that which 
was in the city, and that whioh was 
in the field, 

29 And all their wealth, and all 
their little ones, and their wives took 
they captive, and spoiled even all 
that was in the house. 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and 
Levi, Ye have troubled me to make 
me to stink among the inhabitants of 
the land, among the Canaanites and 
the Perizzites; and I being few in 
number, they shall gather themselves 
together against me, and slay me; 
and I shall be destroyed, I and my 
house. 

31 And they said, Should ho deal 
with our sister as with a harlot ? 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

God tenieth Jacob to Beth el—He purgeth 
his house of idols—He buddeth an altar 
at Bcih-el—God blcsselh Jacob at Beth-el — 
Rachel dieth—Reuben litth with Bilhah — 
The sons of Jacob—Jacob cometh to Isaac at 
Hebrcn.—The death of Isaac. 

ND God said unto Jacob, Arise, 
go up to Beth-el, and dwell 
there; and make thorc an altar unto 
God, that appeared unto thee whon 
thou floddest from the faoe of Etaa 
thy brother. 

2 Then Jacob said unto his house¬ 
hold, and to all that wero with him, 
Put away the strange gods that are 
among you, and be clean, and ohange 
your garments; 

3 And let us arise, and go up to 
Beth-el; and I will make thore an 
altar unto God, who answered me in 


the day of my distress, and wrb witk 
me in the way which I went. 

4 And they gave unto Jacob all the 
strange gods which wore in their hand, 
and all their earrings which were in 
their ears: and Jacob hid them un¬ 
der the oak which was by Shechem. 

5 And they journeyed ; and the ter¬ 
ror of God was upon the aitiee that 
wore round about them, and they 
did not pursue after the sons of Jacob. 

6 So Jacoh came to Luz whioh is in 
the land of Canaan, that is, Beth-el, 
he and all the people that were with 
him. 

7 And he built there an altar, and 
called the place El-beth-el ; because 
there God appeared unto him, when 
he fled from the face of his brother. 

8 But Deborah Rebekah’a nurse 
died, and she was buried beneath 
Beth-el under an oak ; and the name 
of it was oalled Allon-bachuth. 

9 And God appeared udIo Jacob 
again, when he came out of Padan- 
aram, and blessed him. 

10 And God said unto him, Tby 
name is Jacob ; thy name shall not 
be called any more Jacob, but Israel 
Bhall be thy name; and he called his 
name Israel. 

11 And God said unto him, I am 
God Almighty ; be fruitful and mul¬ 
tiply ; a nation and a company of 
nations Bhall be of thco, and kings 
shall come out of tby loins : 

12 And tbe land which I gave 
Abraham and Isaac, to thee I will 
give it, and to thy seod after thee 
will I give the land. 

13 And God went up from him in 
tho place where he talked with him. 

14 And Jnoob set up a pillar in the 
place where he talked with him, even 
a pillar of stone; and he poured a 
drink offering thereon, and he poured 
oil thereon. 

15 And Jacob oalled tho name of 
the place whore God spake with him, 
Beth-el. 

16 And they journeyed from Beth 
el: and there was but a little way to 
come to Ephrath : and Raohel tra¬ 
vailed, and she had hard labour. 

17 And it came to pass, when she 
was in hard labour, that tho midwifo 
said unto her. Fear not; thou ahalt 
hnvo this son also. 

18 And it come to pass, as her soul 
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was id departing, (for she died,) that 
the called hifl name Ben-oni; but hie 
father called him Benjamin. 

19 And Rachel died, and was buried 
in the way to Ephralh, which is 
Bethlehem. 

20 And Jacoh act a pillar upon her 
grave; that is the pillar of Rachel's 
grave unto this day. 

21 And Israel journeyed, and spread 
bis tent beyond the tower of Edar. 

22 And if came to pass, when Is¬ 
rael dwelt in that land, that Reuben 
went and lay with Bilbah his falher’s 
concubine; and Israel heard it. Now 
the sons of Jacob were twelve; 

23 The sons of Leah; Reuben, 
Jacob's firBt-born, and Simeon, and 
Levi, and Judah, and IsBachar, and 
Zobulun; 

24 Tho sous of Rachel; Joseph, and 
Benjamin ; 

25 And the sons of Bilhnh, Rachel's 
handmaid; Ban, and Naphtali; 

26 And the eons of Zilpab, Leah's 
handmaid; Gad, and Asher. Those 
«ro the sons of Jacob, which were 
born to him in Padan-aram. 

27 And Jacob came unto Isaac his 
father unto Mamre, unto the oity of 
Arba, which is Hebron, where Ahra- 
ham and Isaac sojourned. 

28 And the days of Isaac were a 
hundred and fourBoore years. 

29 And Isaao gave up tho ghost, 
«nd died, and was gathered unto his 
people, being old and full of days; 
and his sons Esau and Jacob buried 
him. 

CHAPTER XXXVL 
Etau't thru vnvrt—Hit ions. 

(MV these are the generations of 
Esau, who is Edom. 

2 E?nu took his wives of tho daugh¬ 
ters of Canaan ; Adah the daughter 
of Elon tho llitlitc, and Aholibamah 
the daughter of Aoah the daughter 
of Zibeon the Hivite; 

3 And Bashouiath Ishmaol’s daugh¬ 
ter, sistor of Nebajotb. 

4 And Adan bare to Esau Eliphaz; 
and Baehomath bare Reuel; 

6 And Aholibamah bare Jeush, and 
Jaalam, and Koruh ; these aro the 
sons of Esau, which were born unto 
him in tho land of Canaan. 

fl And Esau took his wives, and 
his sons, and biB daughters, and all 
the persons of his house, and his 


cattle, and all his beasts, and all hii 
substance, which he had got in the 
land of Canaan; and went into the 
country from tho face of his brother 
Jacob. 

7 For their riches were more than 
that they might dwell together; and 
the land wherein they were strangers 
oould not bear them because of their 
cattle. 

8 Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir; 
Esau is Edom. 

9 And these arc the generations of 
Esau the father of the Edomites in 
mount Seir; 

10 These are the names of Esau's 
sons; Eliphaz the son of Adah the 
wife of Esau, Reuel the son of Bashe- 
mnth the wife of Esau. 

11 And the sons of Eliphaz were 
Teman, Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, 
and Kenaz. 

12 And Timna was concubine tc 
Eliphaz Esau’s son; and she bare to 
Eliphaz Amalck; these were the sodb 
of Adah Esau’s wife. 

13 And these are the Bons of Reuel; 
Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, and 
Mizzah; these were the sons of Ba- 
ehemath Esau’B wife. 

14 And those wore the sons of Aho¬ 
libamah, the daughter of Anah the 
daughter of Zibeon, Esau’s wife ; and 
she bare to Esau Jeush, and Jaarlam, 
and Korah. 

15 These were dukes of the sons of 
Esau; tho sons of Eliphaz the first¬ 
born Bon of Esau; duke Teman, duke 
Omar, duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and 
duke Amalck; these are the dukes 
that came of Eliphaz in the land of 
Edom ; these were the eonB of Adah. 

17 And these are the sons of Rene) 
Esau's son; duke Nahath, dake Zerah, 
duke Shammah, duke Mizzah; these 
are the dukes that came of Reuel in 
the land of Edom ; these are the sons 
of Bashemath Esau’s wife. 

18 And these are the sons of Aholi- 
bamah Esau’s wife; duke Jeush, duke 
Jaalam, duko Korah; thene were the 
dukes that oame of Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah, Esau’s wife. 

19 Those are the sons of Esau, 
who is Edom, and these are their 
dukee. 

20 Those are the sons of Beir the 
Horite, who inhabited the land ; Lo- 
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tan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and 
Anali, 

21 And DiBhon, and Ezer, and 
Dishan; these are the dukes of the 
Horitea, the children of Seir in the 
land of Edom. 

22 And the children of Lotan were 
Ilori and Ilcmam; and Lotan’a sister 
was Timna. 

23 And the children of Shobal were 
these; Alvan, and Manahalh, and 
Ebal, Shepho, and Onnm. 

24 And these are the children of 
Zibeon; both Ajah, and Anah ; this 
was that Anah that found the mules 
in the wilderness, as he fed the asses 
of Zibeon his father. 

25 And the children of Anah were 
these; Dishon, and Abolibamah the 
daughter of Anah. 

26 And these are the children of 
Dishon; Ilemdan, and Eshban, and 
Ithran, and Chcran. 

27 The children of Ezer are these; 
Bilhan, and Zaavan, and Akan. 

28 The children of Dishan are 
these; Uz, and Aran. 

29 These arc the dukos that came 
of the Uoriles; duke Lotan, duke 
Shobal, duko Zibeon, duke Auah, 

30 Duke Dishon, duko Ezer, duko 
Dishan; these are the dukes that 
oamo of Ilori, among their dukos in 
the land of Seir. 

31 And these aro tbe kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom, before 
there reigned any king over the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

32 And Bola the non of Beor reigned 
in Edom; and the name of his city 
was Dinhabah. 

33 And Bela died, and Jobab the 
son of Zerah of Dozrah reigned in 
his stead. 

34 And Jobab died, and Uusham of 
the land of Tcuiani reigned in his 
stead. 

35 And Ilushum diod, and lladad 
the son of Bcdad, who smoto Midinn 
in the held of Moab, rciguod in his 
stead; and the name of hie city was 
Avith. 

36 And UadaJ diod, and Samlah of 
Masroknh reiguod in his stead. 

37 And Sutulnh died, and Saul of 
Rehobotb by the rivor reigned id his 
stead. 

38 And Saul diod, and Baal-hanan 
the eon of Achbor roignod in his stead. 


39 And Baal-hanan the son of Aob 
bor died, and Hadar reigned in hii 
stead; and the name of his city wne 
Pau; and his wifo’s name was Mehe 
tabel, the daughter of Matred, the 
daughter of Mezahab. 

40 And these are the names of the 
dukes that came of Esau, according 
to their families, after their places, 
by their names; duke Timnah, duke 
Alvan, duke Jetheth, 

41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, 
duke Pinon, 

42 Duke Kenaz, duke Toman, duke 
Mibzar, 

43 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram; these 
be the dukes of Edom, according to 
their habitations in the land of their 
possession; he is Esau the father of 
the Edomites. 

CHAPTER XXXV11. 

Joseph hated of his brethren — His two 
dreams—It sold to the Ishmaelites — He u 

‘ sold lo Fotiphar. 

ND Jacob dwelt in the land 
wherein his father was a stran¬ 
ger, in the land of Canaan. 

2 And this is the history of the 
generations of Jacob. Joseph, being 
seventeen years old, was feeding the 
flock with his brethren ; and the lad 
was with the sons of Bilhah, and with 
the sons of Zilpah, his father's wives; 
bdU Joseph brought unto his father 
their evil report. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more 
than all his children, because he was 
the son of his old age; and he made 
him a coat of many colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw that 
their father loved him more than all 
his brethren, they hated him, and 
could Dot speak peaceably onto 
him. 

5 And Joseph dreamed a dream, 
and he told it his brethren; and they 
hated him yot tho more. 

6 And he said unto them, Uoar, I 
pray you, this dream whioh I have 
dreamed; 

7 For, behold, we were binding 
sheaves in tho held, and, lo, my sheaf 
arose, and also stood upright; and, 
behold, your sheaves stood round 
about, and made obeisance to my 
sheaf. 

3 And his brethren said to him, 
Shalt thou indeed reign over us? or 
shalt thou indeed have dominion ovor 
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ns ? And they hated him yet the more 
for hie dreams, and for his words. 

0 And he dreamed yet another 
dream, aod told it his brethren, and 
said, Deltoid, I havo dreamed a dream 
more; and behold, the pan and the 
moon and the eleven stars made ohei- 
fttiuoe Lo me. 

10 And he told il to his fathor, and 
tc hi.- brethren; and his father re¬ 
belled him, and said unto him, What 
is this dream that thou hast dreamed? 
Shall I and thy mother and thy bre¬ 
thren indeed come to how down our¬ 
selves lo thee to the earth ? 

11 And his brethren envied him; 
but his father observed the saying. 

12 And his brethren went to feed 
their father's flock in Shechem. 

13 And Israel said unto Joseph, 
Do not thy brethren feed the flock in 
fcJhechcw? come, and I will send thee 
onto them. And he said to him, Here 
am I. 

14 And ho said to him. Go, I pray 
thee, see whether it bo well with thy 
brethren, and well with the flocks; 
and bring mo word again. So ho 
sent him out of the vale of Hebron, 
and he came to Shechem. 

15 And a certain man found him, 
and, behold, he was wandering in the 
Cold; and the man asked hi in, say¬ 
ing, Whnt scckest thou? 

If) And ho said, I seek my brothren ; 
tell ine, I pray thee, where they feed 
Uicir flocks. 

17 And the man said, They are de¬ 
parted hence; for I heard them say, 
Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph 
went alter his brothren and found 
them in DoLhan. 

18 And when they saw him afn.r off, 
even before he came near unto them, 
they conspired against him to slay 
him. 

10 And they said one to another, 
Dehel 1, this dronmer coincth. 

20 Cimo now thoroforo, and let us 
slay him, and cast him into some pit, 
and we will say, Some evil beast hath 
devoured bim ; and we ahull 6eo what 
will become of his dreams. 

21 And Reuben heard it, and ho 
delivered him out of their bands; and 
said, Lot us not kill him. 

22 And Reuben said unto them, 
Shed no blood, hut oust him into this 
pit that Is In the wiblorness, and lay 
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no hand npon him; that he might 
rid him out of their hands, to deliver 
him to his father again. 

23 And il came to pass, when Jo¬ 
seph was come unto his brethren, thai 
they stripped Joseph out of his coat, 
his coat of many colours that was on 
him; 

24 And thoy took him, and oast him 
into a pit; and the pit was empty, 
there was no water in it. 

25 And they sat down to eat bread; 
and they lifted up their eyes and 
looked, and, behold, a company of 
Ishmaelites came from Gilead, with 
their camels bearing spicery and 
balm and myrrh, going to oarry it 
down to Egypt. 

26 And Judah said unto his bre 
thren, "What profit is it if we slay 
our brother, and conceal his blood? 

27 Come, and let us sell him to the 
lehinaelites, and lot not our hand be 
upon him; for ho is our brother and 
our flesh; and his brethren were 
content. 

28 Then there passed by Midian- 
ites merchantmen; and they drew 
and lifted up Joseph out of the pit, 
and sold Joseph to tho Ishmaohtei 
for twenty pieces of silver ; and they 
brought Joseph into Egypt. 

29 And Reuben returned unto the 
pit; and, behold, Joseph was not In 
tho pit; and he rent his clothes. 

30 And he returned unto his bre¬ 
thren, and said, Tho child is not; 
and I, whither shall I go ? 

31 And they took Joseph’s coat, and 
killed a kid of tho goats, and dipped 
the coat in tho blood; 

32 And they sent the coat of many 
colours, and they brought it to thoir 
fathor; and said, This have wo found; 
know now whothcr it bo thy son’s ooat 
or no. 

33 And he know it, and said, It is 
my son'H coat; an evil beast hath 
devoured bim ; Joseph is without 
doubt root in pieces. 

34 And Jacob rent his clothes, and 
pul sackcloth upon his loins, and 
mourned for his son many days. 

35 And all his sons and all his 
daughters rose up to comfort him ; 
but lie refused to be oomforled ; and 
ho said, For I will go down into the 
gravo unto my son mourning. Thu* 
his father wopl for him. 
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3G And the Midianites sold him into 
Egypt unto Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh's, and captain of the guard. 

CHAPTER XXXVIIL 
Birth of Er, Chian, and Shelah — Er mar- 
rieth Tamar—She deceivelh Judah, 

ND it came to pass at that time, 
that Judah went down from bis 
brethren, and turned into a certain 
Adullamite, whose name was llirah. 

2 And Judah saw there a daughter 
of a certain Canaanitc, whose name 
was Shuah ; and he took her, and lay 
with her. 

3 And she conceived, and bare a 
son ; and he called his name Er. 

4 And sho conceived again, and 
bare a son; and she called his name 
Onan. 

5 And she yet again conceived, and 
bare a son: and called his name She¬ 
lah ; and he was at Chezib, when she 
bare him. 

6 And Judah took a wife for Er his 
first-born, whose name was Tamar. 

7 And Er, Judah’s first-born, was 
wicked in the sight of the Lord ; and 
the Lord slew him. 

8 And Judah said unto Onan, Go 
and marry thy brother’s wife, and 
raise up seed unto thy brother. 

9 And Onan knew that the seed 
should not he his; and it came to 
pass, when he married his brother’s 
wife, that he would not lie with her, 
lest he should raise up seed unto his 
brother. 

10 And the thing which ho did dis¬ 
eased the Lord ; wherefore ho slew 

im also. 

11 Then said Judah to Tamar his 
daughter-in-law, Remain a widow At 
thy father’s houso, till Shelah my Bon 
be grown ; for he said, Lest perad- 
venture ho die also, an his brethren 
did. And Tamar went and dwelt in 
her father’s house. 

12 And in process of time the 
daughter of Shuah Judah’s wife 
died; and Judah was comforted, and 
went up unto bis sboep-shearers to 
Timnatn, he and his frioud Hirah the 
Adullamite. 

13 And it was told Tamar, saying, 
Behold, thy father-in-law gooth up 
to Timnath to shear his sheep. 

14 And she put ber widow’s gar¬ 
ments off from her, nod covered her 
with a voil. and wrapped horsolf, and 


sat in an open place, which is by the 
way to Timnath ; for she saw that 
Shelah was grown, and she was not 
given onto him to wife. 

15 When Judah saw her, he thought 
her to be a harlot; because Bhe had 
covered her face. 

16 And he turned unto her by the 
way, and said, Go to, I pray thee, let 
me come and lie with thee; (for he 
knew not that she was his daughter- 
in-law;) and she said, What wilt 
thou give me, that thou raayest come 
and lie with mo? 

17 And he said, I will send thee a 
kid from the flock. And she said, 
Wilt thou give me a pledge, till thou 
send it? 

18 And ho said, What pledge shall 
I give thee? And she said, Thy sig¬ 
net, and thy hracelete, and thy staff 
that is in thine hand. And he gave 
it her, and came and slept with her, 
and Bhe conceived hy him. 

19 And she arose, and went away, 
and laid by her veil from her, and 

ut on the garments of her widow- 

ood. 

20 And Judah sent the kid by the 
hand of his friend the Adullamite, to 
receive his pledge from the woman’i 
hand ; but he found her not. 

21 Then he asked the men of that 
place, saying, Where iB the harlot, 
that was openly by the wayside? 
And they said, There was no harlot 
in this place. 

22 And ho returned to Judah, and 
said, I cannot find her; and also the 
men of the place said, that there was 
no harlot in this place. 

23 And Judah said, Let her take It 
to her, lest we he shamed; behold, I 
sent this kid, and thou hast not found 
her. 

24 And it came to pass about three 
months after, that it was told Judah, 
saying, Tamar thy daughter-in-law 
hath played the harlot; and also, 
behold, she is with child by whore¬ 
dom. And Judah said, Bring her 
forth, Rnd let her be burnt. 

25 When she was brought forth, 
she sent to her father-in-law, saying, 
By the man, whose these are, am I 
with child; and she said, Discern, I 
pray thee, whose are those, the sig¬ 
net, and bracelets, and staff. 

26 And Judah acknowledged them, 
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and said, She hath been more right¬ 
eous than I; because that I gave her 
not to Shelah my son. And he knew 
her Again no more. 

27 And it came to pass in the time 
of her travail, that, behold, twine 
were in her womb. 

28 And it came to pass, when she 
travailed, that the one put out his 
hand; and the midwife took and 
bound upon his hand a scarlet thread 
saying, This came out first. 

29 And it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his bro¬ 
ther oame out; and she said, How 
hast thou broken forth? thiB breach 
be upon thee ; therefore his name was 
oallcd Pharez. 

30 And afterward oame out his 
brother, that had the scarlet thread 
upon his hand; and his name was 
called Zarah. 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

Joseph advanced in Pntiphar^s house—Be is 
cast in prison. 

ND Joseph was brought down to 
Egypt; and Potiphar, an officer 
of Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an 
Egyptian, bought him of the hands 
of the Lshmaelites, which had brought 
him down thither. 

2 And the Lord was with Joseph, 
and he was a prosperous man; and 
he was in tho house of his mastortho 
Egyptian. 

3 And his master saw that tho Lord 
was with him, and that the Lord 
made all that he did to prosper in his 
hand. 

4 And Joseph found grace in his 
sight, and ho served him; and he 
made him ovorseor over his house, 
and all that he had he put into his 
hand. 

6 And it came to pass from the time 
that he had made him overseer in 
his house, and over all that he bad, 
that the Lord blessed tho Egyptian’s 
house for Joseph’s sake; and tho 
blessing of the Lord was upon all 
fchat he had in the house, and in tho 
field. 

0 And he loft all that he had in Jo¬ 
seph’s hand; and he know not aught 
he had, save tho bread whioh he did 
eat. And Joseph was a goodly per¬ 
son, and well favoured. 

7 And it oame to pass after these 
things, that his master’s wife cast her 
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eyes upon Joseph ; and she said, Lie 
with me. 

8 Bat he refused, and said onto his 
master’s wife, Behold, my master 
knoweth not what is with me in the 
house, and he hath committed all 
that he hath to my hand; 

9 There is none greater in this 
house than I; neither hath he kept 
back anything from me but thee, be¬ 
cause thou art his wife; how then 
can I do this great wickedness, and 
sin against God ? 

10 And it camo to pass, as she spake 
to Joseph day by day, that he heark¬ 
ened not unto her, to lie by her, or 
to be with her. 

11 And it came to pass about this 
time, that Joseph went into the house 
to do hie business ; and there was 
none of the men of the house there 
within. 

12 And she caught him by his gar¬ 
ment, saying, Lie with me; and he 
left his garment in her hand, and fled, 
and got him out- 

13 And it oame to pass, when she 
saw that he had left his garment in 
her hand, and was fled forth, 

14 That she oalled unto the men 
of her house, and spake unto them, 
saying, See, he hath brought in a He¬ 
brew unto us to mock us; he came 
in unto mo to lie with me, and I 
cried with a loud voice ; 

15 And it caine to pass, when he 
hoard that I lifted up my voice and 
cried, that ho loft his garment with 
me, and fled, and got him out. 

16 And she laid up his garment by 
her, until his lord came home. 

17 And Bhe spake unto him ac¬ 
cording to these words, saying, The 
Hebrow servant, which thou hast 
brought unto us, came in onto me to 
mock me; 

18 And it came to pass, as I lifted 
up my voioe and cried, that he left 
his garment with me, and fled out. 

19 And it came to pass, when his 
master hoard the words of his wife, 
wbioh she Bpake unto him, saying, 
After this manner did thy servant to 
mo; that his wrath was kindled. 

20 And Joseph's master took him, 
and put him into the prison, a place 
wherethe king’s prisonerswero bound; 
and he was there in the prison. 

21 But the Lord was with 'Joseph, 
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and showed him mercy, and gave 
him favour in Iho sight of the keeper 
of (he prison. 

22 And the keeper of the prison 
oomroitted to Joseph’s hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; 
and whatsoever they did there, he 
was the overseer of it. 

23 The keeper of the prison looked 
not to anything that was under his 
hand; because the Lord was with 
him, and that which he did, the Lord 
made it to prosper. 

CHAPTER XL. 

The butler and baker of Pharaoh—Joseph 
inleryreteth their dreamt. 

A ND it came to paea after these 
things, that the butler of the 
king of Egypt and his baker had of¬ 
fended their lord the king of Egypt. 

2 And Pharaoh waa wroth against 
two of his officers, against the chief 
of the butlers, and against the chief 
of the bakers. 

3 And he put them in ward in the 
house of the captain of the guard, 
into the prison, the place where Jo¬ 
seph was bound. 

4 And the captain of the guard 
oharged Joseph with them, and he 
served them; and they continued a 
season in ward. 

5 And they dreamed a dream both 
of them, each man his dream in one 
night, each man according to the in¬ 
terpretation of his dream, the butler 
and the baker of the king of Egypt, 
which were bound in the prison. 

6 And Joseph came in unto them in 
the morning, and looked upon them, 
and, behold, (hey were sad. 

7 And ho asked Pharaoh’s officers 
that were with him in the ward of 
his lord’s house, saying, Wherefore 
look yo so sadly to-day ? 

8 And they said unto him. We have 
dreamed a dream, and there is no in¬ 
terpreter of it. And Joseph said unto 
them, Do not interpretations belong 
to God? Tell me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his 
dream to Joseph, and said to him, 
In my dream, behold, a vine was be¬ 
fore mo ; 

10 And in the vine wero three 
branohos; and it was as though it 
budded, and hor blossoms shot forth; 
and the clusters thereof brought forth 
ripe grapes; 


11 And Pharaoh’s oup was in my 
hand; and I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pharaoh’s oup, 
and I gave tho cup into Pharaoh’s 
hand. 

12 And Joseph said unto him, This 
is the interpretation of it; The three 
branches are three days; 

13 Yet within three days shall Pha¬ 
raoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place; and thou shalt 
deliver Pharaoli’s cup into his hand, 
after the former manner when thoo 
wast his butler. 

14 Dut think on me when it shall he 
well with thcc, and show kindness, I 
pray thee, onto me, and make men¬ 
tion of me unto Pharaoh, and bring 
me out of this house ; 

15 For indeed I wr 9 stolen away 
out of the land of the Dehrews; and 
here also have I done nothing that 
they should put me into the dungeon. 

16 When tne chief baker saw that 
the interpretation was good, he said 
unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
and, behold, I had three white bas¬ 
kets on my head; 

17 And in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bakemeats 
for Pharaoh; and the birds did eat 
them out of the basket upon my 
head. 

18 And Joseph answered and said, 
This is the interpretation thereof; 
The three baskets are three days; 

19 Yet within three days shall Pha¬ 
raoh lift up thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang then on a tree ; and 
the birds shall eat thy flesh from off 
thee. 

20 And it came to pass the third 
day, whioh was Pharaoh’s birthday, 
that he made a feast unto all his ser¬ 
vants; and he lifted up the head of 
the chief butler and of the chief 
baker among his servants. 

21 And he restored the chief butler 
unto his butlership again; and he 
gave tho cup into Pharaoh's hand; 

22 Dut he hanged the chief baker; 
as Joseph had interpreted to them. 

23 Yet did not the chief butler re¬ 
member Joseph, but forgat him. 

CHAPTER XLI. 

Pharaoh's two dreams—Josejyh giveth iTfc* 
raoh counsel—Manassth and Ephraim. 

A ND it came to pass at the end of 
two fall years, that Pharaoh 
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dreamed; and, behold, he stood by 
the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up out 
of the river seven well-favoured kine 
and fat-fleshed; and they fed in a 
meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after Ihcm out of the river, 
ill-favoured and lean-fleehed; and 
stood by the other kine upon the 
brink of the river. 

4 And tho ill-favoured and lean- 
fleshed kine did cat up the seven 
well-favoured and fat kine. So Pha¬ 
raoh awoke. 

5 And he slept and dreamed tho 
second time; and, behold, seven ears 
of corn CBtno up upon one stalk, rank 
and good. 

0 And, behold, seven thin ears and 
blasted with tho east wind sprung 
up after them. 

7 And the seven thin ears devoured 
the seven rank and full ears. And 
Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, it was 
a dream. 

8 And it caine to pasB in the morn¬ 
ing that his spirit was troubled; and 
ho Hcut and called for all the magi¬ 
cians of Egypt, and all tho wiBe men 
thereof; and Pharaoh told them his 
droum ; but there was none that could 
intcrprol them unto Pharaoh. 

9 Then spake the chief butler uuto 
Pharaoh, Buying, 1 do remember my 
faults this day ; 

1(1 Pharaoh was wroth with his ser¬ 
vants, und put me in ward iu the 
captain of I bo guard’s house, both 
me und tho chief baker; 

11 And we dreamed a dream in ono 
night, I and be; wo dreamed each 
man according to tho interpretation 
of his dream. 

12 And there was there with ub a 
young man, a Hebrew, sorrant to the 
oaptain of the guard; and we told 
him, and he interpreted to us our 
dreams; to each man according to 
his dream bo did interpret. 

13 And it came to pass, as he inter¬ 
preted to us, so it was ; me be rostorod 
unto tuine office, and him ho hanged. 

14 Then Pharaoh sent and called 
Joseph, and they brought him 
hastily out of the dungeon; and ho 
shaved himself, and changed his 
raiment, and oarno in unto Pharaoh. 

ifi And Phnranb "aid unto Joseph, 
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I have dreamed a droam, and there 
iB none that can interpret it; and I 
have heard say of thee that thou 
oanst understand a dream to inter¬ 
pret it. 

16 And Joseph answered Pharaoh, 
saying, It is not in me; Qod shall 
give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
In my dream, behold, I stood upon 
the bank of the river; 

18 And, behold, there came up ont 
of the river seven kine, fat-fleshed 
and well-favoured; aud they fed in a 
meadow; 

19 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them, poor and very 
ill-favoured and Ican-fleshed, suoh as 
I never saw in all the land of Egypt 
for badness; 

20 And the lean and the ill-favoured 
kine did cat up the firBt seven fat 
kine; 

21 And when they had eaten them 
up, it could not be known that they 
had eaten them; but they were still 
ill-favoured, as aL the beginning. So 
I awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, 
behold, seven ears came up in one 
Btalk, full and good; 

23 And. behold, seven ears, withered, 
thin, and blasted with the cast wind, 
sprung up after them; 

24 And the thiD ears devoured the 
seven good ears; and I told this unto 
the magicians; but there was none 
that could declare it to me. 

25 And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, 
The dream of Pharaoh is one; God 
hath showed Pharaoh what he is 
about to do. 

26 The seven good kine are seven 
years; and the seven good ears are 
sevon years; tho dream is one. 

27 And the seven thin and ill* 
favoured kine that came up after 
them are seven years; and the seven 
empty cars blasted with the east 
wind shall be seven years of famine. 

26 This is the thing which I have 
spokon unto Pharaoh ; Wbat God is 
about to do he showeth onto Pha¬ 
raoh. 

29 Behold, thoro come seven yean 
of great plenty throughout all the 
land of Egypt; 

30 And there shall arise after th«m 
•cveD vear« cf famine* and the 
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plenty shall be forgotten in the land 
of Egypt; and the famine shall con¬ 
sume the land; 

31 And the plenty shall not be 
Known in the land by reason of that 
famine following; for it shall be very 
grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was 
doubled unto Pharaoh twice; it is 
because the thing is established by 
God, and God will shortly bring it to 
pass. 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man discreet and wise, and set 
him over the land of Egypt. 

34 Let Pharaoh do this, and let 
him appoint officers over the land, 
and take up the fifth part of the 
land of Egypt in the seven plenteous 
years. 

35 And let them gather all the food 
of those good years that come, and 
lay up corn under the hand of Pha¬ 
raoh, and let them keep food in the 
cities. 

36 And Ibat food shall be for store 
to the land against the seven years 
of famine, which shall bo in the land 
of Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine. 

37 And the thing was good in the 
eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of 
all his servants. 

38 And Pharaoh said unto his 
servants, Can we find such a one as 
this is, a man in whom the Spirit of 
God is ? 

39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Forasmuch as God hath showed thee 
all this, there is none so discreet and 
wise as thou art; 

40 Thou ehalt be over my house, 
and according unto thy word shall 
all my people be ruled ; only in the 
throne will I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
See, I have set thee over all the laud 
of Egypt. 

42 And Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon Jo¬ 
seph's hand, and arrayed him in ves¬ 
tures of fine linen, and put a gold 
chain ahout his neck; 

43 And he made him to ride in tho 
second chariot which ho had; and 
they cried before him, Bow the kneo; 
and he made him ruler over all the 
land of Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 


I am Pharaoh, and without thee shall 
no man lift up his baud or foot in all 
the land of Egypt. 

45 And Pharaoh called Joseph’s 
name Zaphnaih-paaneah; and he 
gave him to wife Asenath the daugh¬ 
ter of Poti-pherah priest of On. 
And Joseph went out over all the 
land of Egypt, 

46 And Joseph was thirty years 
old when he stood before Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. And Joseph want 
out from the presence of Pharaoh, 
and went throughout all the land of 
Egypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous 
years the earth brought forth by 
handfuls. 

48 And he gathered up all the food 
of the seven years, which were in the 
land of Egypt, and laid up the food 
in the cities; the food of the field, 
which was round about every city, 
laid he up in the same. 

49 And Joseph gathered corn as 
the sand of the sea, very much, until 
he left numbering; for it was without 
number. 

50 And unto Joseph were born two 
sons, before the years of famine came; 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
pherah priest of On bare unto him. 

51 And Joseph called the name of 
the first-born Manasseh; For God, 
said be, hath made me forget all my 
toil, and all my father's house. 

52 And the name of the second 
called he Ephraim; For God hath 
caused me to be fruitful in the land 
of my affliction. 

53 And the seven yearB of plentc- 
ousness, that waB in the land of 
Egypt, were ended. 

54 And the seven years of dearth 
began to come, according as Joseph 
had said; and the dearth was in all 
lands; but in all the land of Egypt 
there was bread. 

55 And when all the land of Egypt 
was famished, the people cried to 
Pharaoh for bread; and Pharaoh said 
unto all the Egyptians, Go unto Jo¬ 
seph ; what he saith to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over all the 
face of the earth; and Joseph opened 
all the storehouses, and sold unto the 
Egyptians; and tho famine waxed 
sore in the land of Egypt.

CHAPTER XLII. 

Jacob smdfth his ten inns to buy com fn 

Ffrypt—They are imprison'd by Joseph. 
OW when Jacob Baw that there 
was corn in Egypt, Jacob said 
unto his Bons, Why do ye look one 
upon another? 

2 And he said, Behold, I have heard 
that there iB oorn in Egypt; got you 
down thithor, and buy for us from 
tbenoe; that we may live, and not 
die. 

3 And Joseph's ten brethren went 
down to buy oorn in Egypt. 

4 But Benjamin, Joseph's brother, 
Jacob sent not with his brethren; for 
he said, Lest pcradventure mischief 
befall him. 

5 And the aone of Israel came to 
buy oorn among those that came; 
for the famine was in the land of 
Canaan. 

6 And Joseph was the governor 
over the land, and he it was that 
sold to all the people of the land: 
and Joseph’s brothren came, and 
bowed down themselves beforo him 
with their faces to the earth. 

7 And Joseph Baw his brothren, 
and he knew them, but mado him¬ 
self strange unto them, and spake 
roughly unto them; and he said unto 
them, Whence come yc ? And they 
said, From the land of Canaan to 
buy food. 

8 And JoBoph knew his brethren, 
but they knew not him. 

9 And Joseph remembered the 
dreams which he dreamed of them, 
and said unto them, Ye aro spies; to 
lee the nakedness of the land ye aro 
oomo. 

10 And they said unto him, Nay, 
my lord, but to buy food are thy ser¬ 
vants come. 

11 Wo arc all one man's bods; we 
are true men ; thy servants are no 
spies. 

12 And he said unto them, Nay, 
but to seo the nakedness of the land 
ye are oomo. 

13 And they said, Thy servants are 
twelve brethren, the sons of one man 
in the land of Canaan ; and, behold, 
the youngest ia this day with our 
father, and one is not. 


14 And Joseph said unto them, 
That is it that I spake unto you, 
saying, Ye are spies; 

15 Hereby ye shall be proved; By 
tlio life of Pharaoh ye shall not go 
forth hence, oxcept your youngest 
brother come hither. 

16 6ond one of you, and let him 
fetch your brother, and ye shall be 
kept in prison, that your words may 
be proved, whether there be any truth 
in you; or else by the life of Pharaoh 
surely ye are spies. 

17 And he put them all together 
into ward three days. 

18 And Joseph said unto them the 
third day, This do, and live; for I 
fear God; 

19 If ye be true men, let one of 
your brethren be bound in the house 
of your prison; go ye, carry corn for 
the famine of your houses; 

20 But bring your youngest brother 
unto me; so shall your words be veri¬ 
fied, and ye shall not die. And they 
did so. 

21 And they Baid, one to another, 
Wo are verily guilty concerning our 
brother, in that we saw the anguish 
of his bouI, when he besought us, and 
we would not hear; therefore is this 
distress come upon us. 

22 And Reuben answered them, 
saying, Spake I not unto you, say¬ 
ing, Do Dot Bin against the child; 
and ye would not hear? therefore, 
behold, also his blood is required. 

23 And they knew not that Joseph 
understood them ; for he spake unto 
them by an interpreter. 

24 And he turned himself about 
from them, and wept; and returned 
to them again, and communed with 
them, and took from them Simeon, 
and bound him before their eyes. 

25 Then Joseph commanded to fill 
Lbeir sacks with corn, and to restore 
every man’s money into his sack, and 
to givo them provision for the way; 
and thus did ne unto them. 

26 And they laded their asses with 
the corn, and departed thenoo. 

27 And as one of them opened hie 
sack to give his ass provender in the 
inn, bo espiod his money; for, be¬ 
hold, it waB in his sack's mouth. 

28 And he said unto his brethren, 
My money is restored; and, lo, it is 
evon in my saok; and their heart

failed lI k* in, and they were afraid, 
saying one to another, What is this 
that (/oil hath done unto us? 

2D And they came unto Jacob their 
father unto the land of Canaan; and 
told him all that befell unto them; 
laying, 

30 The man, who is the lord of the 
land, spake roughly to us, and took 
us for spies of the country. 

31 And we said unto him, We are 
true men ; we are no spies; 

32 We be twelve hrethren, sons of 
our father; one is not, and the young¬ 
est is this day with our father in the 
land of Canaan. 

33 And the man, the lord of the 
country, said unto us, Hereby shall 
I know that yo are true men ; leave 
one of your brethren here with me, 
and take food for the famine of your 
households, and be gone; 

34 And bring your youngest brother 
unto me; then shall I know that ye 
are no Bpics, but that ye are true 
men; so will I deliver you your 
brother, and ye shall traffic in the 
land. 

35 And it came to pass as they 
emptied their sacks, that, behold, 
every man’s bundle of money was in 
his sack ; and when both they and 
their father saw the bundles of 
money, they were afraid. 

36 And Jacob their father said unto 
them, Me have ye bereaved of my 
children ; Joseph is not, and Simeon 
iB not, and ye will tako Benjamin 
away ; all these things are against 
me. 

37 And Rcuhen spake unto his 
father, saying, Slay my two 6ons, if I 
bring him not to thee; deliver him 
into my hand, and I will bring him 
to thee again. 

38 And he said, My son shall not go 
down with you; for his brother is 
dead, and he is left alono ; if mis¬ 
chief befall him by the way in the 
which ye go, then shall ye bring 
down my gray hairs with sorrow to 
the grave. 

CHAPTER XLII1. 

Jateph makfth his brethren a feasL 
ND the famine was sore in the 
land. 

2 And it oame to pass, when they 
had eaten up the corn which they 
hod brought out of Egypt, their father 


said unto them, Go again, buy us a 
little food. 

3 And Judah spake unto him, say¬ 
ing, The man did solemnly protest 
unto us, saying, Ye shall not see my 
face, except your brother he with 
you. 

4 If thou wilt send our brother with 
us, we will go down and buy thee 
food ; 

5 But if thou wilt not eoud him, we 
will not go down ; for the man said 
unto us, Ye shall not see my face, 
except your brother he with you. 

6 And Israel said. Wherefore dealt 
ye so ill with me, as to tell the man 
whether ye had yet a brother ? 

7 And they said, The man asked us 
straitly of our stato, and of our 
kindred, saying, Is your father yet 
alive ? have ye another brother? and 
we told him according to the tenor 
of these words ; Could wo certainly 
know that he would say, Bring your 
brother down ? 

8 And Judah said unto Israel his 
father, Send the lad with me, and we 
will arise and go; that we may live, 
and not die, both we, and thou, and 
also our little ones. 

9 I will be surety for him; of my 
band shalt thou require him ; if I 
bring him not unto thee, and set him 
before thee, then let me bear the 
blame for ever; 

10 For except we had lingored, 
surely now we had returned this 
second time. 

11 And their father Israel said unto 
them, If it must bo so now, do this ; 
take of the best fruits in the land in 
your vessels, and carry down the 
man a present, a Uttlo balm, and a 
little honey, spices and myrrh, nuts 
and almonds ; 

12 And take double money in your 
hand; and the money that wai 
brought agnin in the mouth of your 
saekB, carry it again in your hand ; 
peradventure it was an oversighi. 

13 Take also your brother, and 
arise, go again unto tho man ; 

14 And God Almighty give you 
mercy before tho man, that he may 
send away your other brother, and 
Benjamin. If I be bereaved of my 
oliildren, I am bereaved. 

15 And the men took that present, 
and they took double money in their 
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Luiud, anil Benjamin; and rose up, 
and went down to Egypt, and stood 
before Joseph. 

10 And when Joseph saw Benjamin 
with them, he said to the ruler of his 
houso, Bring these men home, and 
slay, and make ready; for these men 
shall dine with me at noon. 

17 And the man did as Joseph bade; 
and tko man brought the men into 
Joseph's house. 

13 And the men were afraid, be¬ 
cause they wero brought into Joseph's 
house ; and they said, Because of the 
money that was returned in our sacks 
at the first time are wo brought in ; 
that ho inay Beek occasion against 
ua, and fall upon us, and take us for 
bondmen, anil our asses. 

19 And they came uour to tho stew¬ 
ard of Joseph's bouse, and they com¬ 
muned with him, at the door of the 
house, 

20 And said, 0 sir, wo oainc indeed 
down at the first time to buy food; 

21 And it came to pass, when we 
came to tho inn, that we opened our 
sacks, and, behold, every man’s 
money was in the mouth of his Back, 
our money in full weight; and wo 
have brought it again in our hand. 

22 And other money have we brought 
down in our hands to buy food; we 
cannot toll who put our money in our 
sacks. 

23 And bo said, Peace be to you, 
fear not; your God, and the God of 
your father, hath given you Lroasuro 
in your sacks ; I bad your money. 
And be brought Simeon out unto 
them. 

24 And tho man brought tho men 
into Joseph’s house, and gave them 
water, and they washed thoir foot; 
and he gave thoir assos provender. 

25 And they made ready the present 
against Joseph oame at noon; for 
they heard that they should eat bread 
there. 

20 And when Josoph oauie home, 
they brought him the present which 
was in their hand into tne house, And 
bowed themselves to him to tho earth. 

27 And he asked them of their wel¬ 
fare, and said, Is your fntbor well, 
the old man of whom ye spake? Is 
he yet alive? 

28 And they uuBwered, Thy servant 
«ar father is in good health, he is yet 


alive. And they bowed dowD Iheir 
heads, and made obeisance. 

29 And he lifted up his eyes, and 
sawhis brother Benjamin, his mother's 
son, and said, la this your younger 
brother, of whom ye spake unto me? 
And he said, God be gracious unto 
thee, my son. 

30 And Joseph made haste; for his 
bowels did yearn upon his brother; 
and he Bought where to weep; and he 
entered into his chamber, and wept 
there. 

31 And he washed his face, and 
went out, and refrained himself, and 
said. Set on bread. 

32 And they set on for him by him¬ 
self, and for them by themselves, and 
for tho Egyptians, which did eat with 
him, by themselves; because the 
Egyptians might not eat bread with 
the Hebrews; for that is an abomina¬ 
tion unto the Egyptians. 

33 And they sat before him, the 
first-born according to his birthright, 
and the youngeBt according to his 
youth; and the men marvelled one 
at another. 

34 And he took and sent messes 
unto them from before him; but 
Benjamin's mess was five times so 
much as any of theirB. And they 
drank, and were merry with him. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

Joseph't policy. 

ND he commanded tho steward of 
his house, Baying, Fill the men’s 
sacks with food, as much as they can 
carry, and put every man’s money in 
his Back'B mouth, 

2 And put my oup, the silver cop, 
iu the sack's mouth of the youngest, 
and his corn-money. And he did ac¬ 
cording to the word that Joseph had 
spoken. 

3 As Boon as the morning was light, 
ihe mon were sent away, thoy and 
tlieir asses. 

4 And when thoy were gone out of 
the city, and not yet far off, Joseph 
said unto his eteward, Up, follow af¬ 
ter tho men; and when thou dost 
overtake them, say unto them, Where¬ 
fore have yo rowurded evil for good ? 

5 Is nut this it in whioh my lord 
drinketh, and whereby indeed he di- 
vineth ? yo have done evil in so doing. 

6 And he overtook them, and he 
spake unto them these same words. 
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7 And they said unto him, Where¬ 
fore saith my lord these words 7 God 
forbid that thy servants should do 
according to this thing ; 

8 Behold, the money, which we 
found in our Backs’ mouths, we 
brought again unto thee of the laod 
of CaDaan; how then should we Bteal 
out of thy lord’s house silver or geld ? 

9 With whomsoever of thy servants 
it bo found, both let him die, and we 
also will be my lord’s bondmen. 

10 And he Bnid, Now also let it be 
according unto your words; he with 
whom it is found shall be my servant; 
and yo shall be blameless. 

11 Then they speedily took down 
every man his sack to the ground, 
and opened every man his sack. 

12 Ar L ha searched, and began at the 
eldest, and left at the youngest; and 
the cun was found in Benjamin's sock. 

13 Then they rent their clothes, 
and laded every man his ass, and re¬ 
turned to the city. 

14 And Judah and his brethren 
came to Josoph’s house ; for he was 
yet there; and they fell before him 
on the ground. 

15 And Joseph said unto them, 
What deed is this that ye have done ? 
knew ye not that such a man as I can 
certainly divine ? 

16 And Judah said, What shall we 
say unto my lord? what shall we 
speak ? or how shall we clear our¬ 
selves 7 God hath found out the ini¬ 
quity of thy servants; behold, we 
are my lord’s servants, both we, and 
he also with whom the cup is found. 

17 And he said, God forbid that I 
should do so; but the man in whose 
hand the cup is found, he shall be my 
servant; and as for you, get you up 
in peace unto your father. 

18 Then Judah came near unto him, 
and said, 0 my lord, let thy servant, 
I pray thee, speak a word in my lord’s 
ears, and let not thine anger hurn 
against thy servant; for thou art 
even as Pharaoh. 

19 My lord asked hie servants, say¬ 
ing, Have ye a father, or a brother 7 

20 And we Baid unto my lord, We 
have a father, an old man, and a 
child of his old age, a little one; 
and his brother is dead, and he alone 
1 b left of his mother, and his father 
loveth him. 


21 And thou BaidsL unto thy aer 
vante. Bring him down unto me, that 
I may set mine eyes upon him. 

22 And we said unto my lord, The 
lad cannot leave hie father; for if he 
should leave his father, his fathei 
would die. 

23 And thon saidst unto thy ser¬ 
vants, Except your youngest brother 
come down with you, ye shall see my 
face no more. 

24 And it came to pass when wc 
came up unto thy servant my father, 
we told him the words of my lord. 

25 And our father said, Go again, 
and buy us a little food. 

26 And we said, We cannot go down; 
if our youngest brother be with us, 
then will wc go down; for we may 
not see tho man’s face, except our 
youngest brother be with us. 

27 And thy servant my father said 
unto us, Te know that my wife bare 
me two sons; 

28 And the one went out from me, 
and I said, Surely he is torn in pieces; 
and I saw him not since ; 

29 And if ye take this also from 
me, and mischief befall him, ye shall 
bring down my gray hairs with sor¬ 
row to the grave. 

30 Now therefore when I oome to 
thy servant my father, and the lad 
be not with us; seeing that his life is 
bound up in the lad’s life; 

31 It shall oome to pass, when he 
seeth that the lad is not with us, that 
he will die ; and thy servants shall 
bring down the gray hairs of thy 
servant our father with Borrow to the 
grave. 

32 For thy servant beoame surety 
for the lad unto my father, saying, If 
I bring him not unto thee, then I shall 
bear the blame to my father for ever. 

33 Now therefore, I pray thee, let 
thy servant abide instead of the lad 
a bondman to my lord ; and let the 
lad go up with his brethren. 

34 For how shall I go up to my 
father, and the lad be not with me 7 
lest peradventure I see the evil that 
shall oome on my father. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

Jottpfi u known of hit brtihrm — He tendeUi 
for hit father—Jacob u nmorrf wifA Lta 
newt. 

HEN Joseph could not refrain 
himself before them all that 
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stood by him ; and he oried, Cause 
every man to go out from me. And 
there stood no man with him, while 
Joseph mado himself known unto Mb 
brethren. 

2 And he wept aloud; and the 
Egyptians aDd tne house of Pharaoh 
heard. 

3 And Joseph said unto his bre¬ 
thren, I am Joseph; doth my father 
yet live? And bis brethren could 
not answer him ; for they were trou¬ 
bled at hiB presence. 

4 And Joseph said unto his bre¬ 
thren, Come near to me, I pray you. 
And they oame near. And he Baid, 
I am Joseph your brother, whom ye 
sold into Egypt. 

6 Now therefore be not grieved, 
nor angry with yourselves, that ye 
sold mo hither; for God did send me 
before you to preserve life. 

0 For these two years hath tho fa¬ 
mine been in the land; and.yet there 
are five years, in tbe which there shall 
noithor be earing nor harvest. 

7 And God sent mo before you to 
preserve you a posterity in the earth, 
and to save your lives by a great de¬ 
liverance. 

8 So now it was not you that sent 
me hither, hut God; and he hath 
made me a father to Tharaoh, and 
lord of all his house, and a ruler 
th-'^ghout all the land of Egypt. 

0 Haste ye, and go up to my father, 
and say unto him, Thus eaith thy son 
Joseph, God hath made me lord of all 
Egypt; come down unto me, tarry 
not; 

10 And thou shalt dwell in the land 
of Goshen, and thou shalt be near 
onto me, thou, and thy ohildren, and 
thy children's ohildren, and thy flocks, 
and thy herds, and all that thou 
hast; 

11 And there will I nourish theo; 
for yet there are five years of famine ; 
lest thou, aud thy household, and all 
that thou hast, oome to poverty. 

12 And, behold, your eyes see, and 
the eyes of my brother Benjamin, 
that it is my mouth that speaketh 
unk you. 

13 A.nd ye shall tell my father of 
all my glory in Egypt, and of all 
that yo have seen ; and ye shall haste 
and bring down my father hither. 

14 And be fell upon his brother 
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Benjamin’s neck, and wept; and 
Benjamin wept upon his neck. 

15 Moreover he kissed all his bre¬ 
thren, and wept upon them; and 
after that his brethren talked with 
him. 

10 And the fame thereof was heard 
in Pharaoh’s house, saying, Joseph’i 
brethren are oome; and it pleased 
Pharaoh well, and his servants. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Say unto thy brethren, This do ye; 
lade your beasts, and go, get you un¬ 
to the land of Canaan; 

18 And take your father and you) 
households, and come unto me ; and 
I will give you the good of the land 
of Egypt, and ye shall eat tho fat of 
the land. 

19 Now thou art commanded, thiB 
do ye; take you wagonB out of the 
land of Egypt for your little ones, 
and for your wives, and bring your 
father, and oome. 

20 Also regard not your stuff; for 
tho good of all the land of Egypt is 
yours. 

21 And tho ohildren of Israol did 
so; and Joseph gave them wagons, 
according to the commandment of 
Pharaoh, and gave them provision 
for the way. 

22 To all of them he gave each man 
changes of raiment; but to Benjamin 
he gave three hundred pieces of sil¬ 
ver, and five changes of raiment. 

23 And to his father he sent after 
this mannor; ten assos laden with the 
good things of Egypt, and ten she 
asses laden with corn and bread and 
moat for hie father by the way. 

24 Bo he sent Mb brethren away, 
and they departed ; and he Baid unto 
them, See that ye fall not out by the 
way. 

25 And they went up out of Egypt, 
and oamo into the land of Canaan 
unto Jacob their father, 

26 And told him, Baying, Joseph is 
yet alive, and he is governor over all 
the land of Egypt. And Jacob’s 
heart fainted, for he believed them 
not. 

27 And they told him all tho words 
of Joseph, which he had said unto 
them ; and when he saw the wagons 
which Joseph had sont to oarry him, 
tho spirit of Jaoob their father re 
rived. 
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28 And Israel said, It is enough; 
Joae|jh iny son is yet alive; I will go 
and sec hitu before I die. 

CHAPTER XLVL 

Jacob i« comforted—Ht goeth into tigypt — 

Tiu, number of his family—Radid only 

called Jacob's wife—Joseph meetdh Jacol>. 
ND Israel took his journey with 
all that ho had, and came to 
Bcer-Bheba,and offered sacrifices unto 
the God of his father Isaac. 

2 And God spake unto Israel in the 
visions of the night, and said, Jacob, 
Jacob. And he said, Here am I. 

3 And he said, I am God, the God 
of thy father; fear not to go down 
into Egypt; for I will there make of 
thee a great nation. 

4 I will go down with thee into 
Egypt; and I will also surely bring 
thee up again ; and Joseph shall put 
bis hand upon thine eyes. 

5 And Jaoob rose up from Beer- 
sheba; and the sons of Israel carried 
Jacob their father, and their littlo 
ones, and their wives, in tho wagons 
which Pharaoh had sent to carry 
him. 

6 And they took their cattle, and 
their goods, which they had gotten 
in the land of Canaan, and came 
into Egypt, Jacob, and all his seed 
with him ; 

7 His sons, and his sons' sons with 
him, his daughters, and his sons' 
daughters, and all his seed brought 
he with him into Egypt. 

8 And these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came into 
Egypt, Jacob and his sons; Reuben, 
Jacob’s first-born. 

9 And the sons of Reuben ; Hanoch, 
and Phallu, and Hezron, and Carmi. 

10 And the sons of Simeon ; Jemuel, 
and Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, 
and Zohar, and Shaul the son of a 
Canaanitish woman. 

11 And the sons of Levi; Gersbon, 
Kohath, and Merari. 

12 And the sons of Judah; Er, and 
Onan, and Shelah, and Pharez, and 
Zarah ; but Er and Onan died in tho 
land of Canaan. And the sons of 
Pharez were Hezron and Ilamul. 

13 And the sons of Issachar; Tola, 
and Phuvah, and Job, and Shimron. 

14 And the sons of Zobulun ; Sered, 
tnd EIod, and Jahleel. 

16 These be the sons of Leah, 


whioh she bare unto Jacobin Padau- 
aram, with his daughter Dinah : all 
the souls of his sons and his daugh¬ 
ters were thirty and three. 

16 And the sons of Gad; Ziphion, 
and Hnggi, Shuni, and Ezboo, Eri, 
and Arodi, and Areli. 

17 And the sons of Asher; Jimnah, 
aDd Ishuah, and Isui, and Bcriah, 
and Serah their sister; and the sons 
of Bcriah; Heber, and Malchiel. 

18 These are the sons of Zilpah, 
whom Laban gave to Leah his 
daughter ; and these she bare unto 
Jacob, even sixteen souls. 

19 Tho sons of Rachel Jacob's wife; 
Joseph and Benjamin. 

20 And unto Joseph in the land of 
Egypt were born Manaeseh and 
Ephraim, which Ascnath the daugh¬ 
ter of Poti-pherah priest of On bare 
unto him. 

21 And the sons of Benjamin were 
Belah, and Becher, and Ashbel, Gera, 
and Nauman, Ehi, and Rosh. Mup- 
pim, and Iluppiin, and Ard. 

22 These are the sons of Rachel, 
which were born to Jacob; all the 
souls were fourteen. 

23 And the sons of Dan ; Hushim. 

24 And the sons of Naphtali ; 
Jahzcel, and Ouni, and Jezer, and 
Shillem. 

25 These are the sons of Bilhuh, 
which Laban gave unto Rachel his 
daughter, and she bare these unto 
Jacob; all the souls wero seven. 

26 All the souls that came with 
Jaoob into Egypt, which 'ame out of 
his loins, besides Jacob’s sons’wives, 
all the souls were threescore and 

9ix; 

27 And the sons of Joseph, whioh 
were borne him iD Egypt, were two 
souls ; all the souls of the house of 
Jacob, which came into Egypt, were 
threescore and tcu. 

28 And he sent Judah before him 
nDto Joseph, to direct his face unt-o 
Goshen; and they came into the land 
of Goshen. 

29 And Joseph made ready hie oha- 
riot, and went up to meet Israel hiF 
father, to Gosbeu, and preseuted him¬ 
self unto him; and bo fell on his 
neck, and wept on his neck a good 
while. 

31) And Israel said unto Joseph, 
Now let me die, sinoe I have seen 
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♦hy looe, because thou art yot Rlive. 

31 And Joseph said unto his bre¬ 
thren, and unto his father’s house, I 
will go up, and show Pharaoh, and 
■ay unto him, My brethren, and my 
father’s house, which were in the land 
of Canaan, are come uDto me; 

32 And the men are shepherds, for 
their trado hath been to feed cuttle; 
and they have brought their flocks, 
and their herds, and all that they 
have. 

33 And it shall come to pass, when 
Pharaoh shall call you, and shall say, 
What is your occupation ? 

34 That ye shall Bay, Thy servants' 
trade hath been about cattle from our 
youth oven until now, both we, and 
also our fathers; that ye may dwell 
in the land of Goshen; for every 
shepherd is an abomination unto the 
Egyptians. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

Joteph presaiteth Jive of hit brethren, and 

his fattier, before IViaranh — Jacob's age — 

He swartOt Joseph to bury him with hi s 

fat furs. 

HEN Joseph came and told Pha¬ 
raoh, ana said, My father and 
my brethren, and their flocks, and 
their herds, and all that they have, 
are coine out of the land of Canaan; 
and, behold, they are in the land of 
GoBhen. 

2 And he took some of his brethren, 
even five men, and presented them 
unto Pharaoh. 

3 And Pharaoh said unto his bre¬ 
thren, What is your occupation ? And 
they said unto Pharaoh, Thy sorvants 
are shepherds, both we, and also our 
fathers. 

4 They said moreover unto Pha¬ 
raoh, For to sojourn in the land aro 
wooome; for thy servants have no 
pasture for their flocks; for the fa¬ 
mine is sore in the land of Canaan ; 
now therefore, we pray thee, lot thy 
servants dwell in the land of Goshen. 

6 And Pharaoh spako unto Josoph, 
saying, Thy father and thy brethren 
are coruo unto theo ; 

o Tho land of Egypt is before thro: 
in the best of the land make thy fa¬ 
ther and brethren to dwell; in tho 
land of OoHhon lot thorn dwelt ; and 
if thoa knowest any men of activity 
among them, thon make them rulers 
over my cattle. 


7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
father, and set him before Pharaoh; 
and Jacob blossed Pharaoh. 

8 And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, 
IIow old art thou ? 

9 And Jacob said unto Pharaoh, 
Tho days of tho years of my pilgrim- 
ago are a hundred and thirty yeart; 
few and evil havo the days of the 
years of my life heen, and have not 
attained unto the days of the years 
of the life of my fathers in the days 
of their pilgrimage. 

10 Ana Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and 
went out from hefore Pharaoh. 

11 And Joseph placed his father and 
his hrethren, and gavo them a pos¬ 
session in tho land of Egypt, in the 
best of the land, in the land of Ramo¬ 
ses, as Pharaoh had oommanded. 

12 And Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s 
household, with bread, according to 
their families. 

13 And there was no bread in all 
the land; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of Egypt and 
all the land of Canaan fainted by 
reason of the famine. 

14 And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in tho land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, 
for tne corn whioh they hought; and 
Joseph brought tho money into Pha¬ 
raoh’s house. 

15 And when money failed in the 
land of Egypt, and in tho land of 
Canaan, all tho Egyptians came unto 
Joseph, and said, Give us‘broad ; for 
why should we die in thy presence ? 
for the money faileth. 

10 And Joseph said, Give your cat¬ 
tle ; and I will give you for your oat- 
tle, if monoy fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle 
unto Josoph; and Joseph gave them 
bread in exchange for horses, and for 
tho flooks, and for the cattle of the 
herds, and for the asses; and ho fed 
them with broad for all thoir cattle 
for that year. 

18 When that year was ended, they 
oaine unto him the Becond year, and 
said unto him, We will not hide it 
from my lord, how that oqr money it 
spent; my lord also hath our herdb 
of cattle; there is not aught left in 
tho sight of my lord, but our hoiit i 
and our lande; 
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19 Wherefore shall we die before 
.hine eyes, both we and our land? 
duj us and our land for bread, and 
we and our land will be servants unto 
Pharaoh; and give us seed, that we 
may live, and not die, that the land 
be not desolate. 

20 And Joseph bought all the land 
of Egypt for Pharaoh ; for the Egyp¬ 
tians sold every man his field, because 
the famine prevailed over them; so 
the land became Pharaoh’s. 

21 And aB for the people, ho re¬ 
moved them to oities from one end 
of the borders of Egypt even to the 
other end thereof. 

22 Only the land of the priests 
bought he not; for the priests had a 
portion assigned them of Pharaoh, 
and did eat their portion which Pha¬ 
raoh gave them; wherefore they sold 
not their lands. 

23 Then Joseph said unto the people, 
Behold, I have bought you this day 
and your land for Pharaoh ; lo, here 
is seed for you, and ye shall sow the 
land. 

24 And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth 
part unto Pharaoh, and four parts 
shall be your own, for seed of the 
field, end for your food, and for them 
of your households, and for food for 
your little ones. 

25 And they said, Tbou hast 6aved 
our lives; let ue find grace in the 
eight of my lord, and we will be 
Pharaoh’s servants. 

26 And Joseph made it a law over 
the land of Egypt unto this day, that 
Pharaoh should have the fifth part; 
except the land of the priests only, 
which became not Pharaoh's. 

27 And Israel dwelt in the land of 
Egypt, in the oountry of Goshen: 
and they had possessions therein, and 
grew, and multiplied exceedingly. 

28 And Jacob lived in the land of 
Egypt seventeen years ; so the whole 
age of Jacob was a hundred forty and 
seven years. 

29 And the time drew nigh that 
Israel must die; and he oallcd his 
Bon Joseph, and said unto him, If 
now I havg found grace in thy sight, 
put, I pray thee, thy baud undor my 
thigh, and deal kindly and truly with 
me; bury me not, I pray thee, in 
Egypt; 


30 But I will lie with my fathers, 
and thou shalt carry me oat of 
Egypt, and bury me in their bury- 
ing-place. And he said, I will do as 
tbou hast said. 

31 And he said, Swear unto me. 
And he sware unto him. And Israel 
bowed himself upon the bed’s head. 

CHAPTER XLVin. 

Joseph xrisiteth his sick father—Jacob blcssclh 
Ephraim and Manasseh—He praphesieth 
their return to Canaan. 

ND it came to pass after these 
things, that it was told Joseph, 
saying, Behold, thy father is sick; 
and he took with him his two sons, 
Manasseh and Ephraim. 

2 And it was told Jacob, saying, 
Look, and behold, thy son Joseph 
cometh unto thee; and Israel strength¬ 
ened himself, and sat upon the bed. 

3 And Jacob said unto Joseph, God 
Almighty appeared unto me at Luz in 
the land of Canaan, and blessed me, 

4 And said unto me, Behold, I will 
make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
saith the Lord, and I will make of 
thee a multitude of people: and will 
give this land to thy seed after thee, 
for an everlasting possession. 

5 And now, of thy two sons, Ephraim 
and Manasseh, which were born unto 
thee in the land of Egypt, before I 
came unto thee into Egypt; behold, 
they are mine, and the God of my fa¬ 
thers shall bless them ; even a9 Reu¬ 
ben and Simeon they shall be blessed, 
for they are mine; wherefore they 
shall be called after my name. (There¬ 
fore they were called Israel.) 

6 And thy issue which thou begettest 
after them, Bhall be thine, and shall 
be called after the name of their bre¬ 
thren in their inheritance, in the 
tribes ; therefore they were called the 
tribes of Manasseh and of Ephraim. 

7 And Jacob said onto Joseph when 
the God of my fathers appeared unto 
me in Luz, in the land of Canaan; 
he sware unto me, that he would give 
unto me, and unto my seed, the land 
for an everlasting possession. 

8 Therefore, 0 my son, he hath 
blessed me in raising thee up to be a 
servant unto me, in saving my house 
from death ; 

9 In delivering my people, thy bre¬ 
thren, from famine wnioh was sore in 
the laud; wherefore the God of thy 
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fathers shall bless thee, and the Trait I which fed me all my life long unto 


of thy loins, that they shall be blessed 
above thy brethren, and thy father's 
house; 

10 For thou hast prevailed, and thy 
fathor’s house has bowed down unto 
thee, even as it waB shown unto thee, 
'•eforo thou was sold into Egypt by 
the hands of thy brethren; where¬ 
fore thy brethren shall bow down unto 
thee, from generation to generation, 
unto the fruit of thy loins forever; 

11 For thou shall be a light unto my 
people, to deliver them in the days of 
their captivity, from bondage; and 
to bring Balvation unto them, when 
they are altogether bowed down under 
sin. 

12 And therefore, as for me, when I 
came from Padan, Rachel died by me 
iu tho land of Canaau, in the way 
when we were yet but a little way to 
’ome unto Ephrath; and I buried 
her there in the way of Ephrath; the 
same is called Bethlehem. 

13 And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, 
and said, Who are these ? 

14 And Joseph said unto his fathei, 
They are my sons, whom God hath 
given me in this land. 

15 And he said, Bring them, I pray 
thee, unto me, and I will bless them. 

10 Now the eyes of Israel were dim 
for uge, so that he could not see well. 
And he brought them near unto him; 
and he kiseod them, and embraced 
them. 

17 And Israel said unto Joseph, I 
had not thought to see thy face; 
and, lo, God hath showed me also 
thy seed. 

18 And Joseph brought them out 
from botweon nis knees, and he bow¬ 
ed himself with his faoo to the earth. 

19 And Joseph took them both, 
Ephraim in his right hand toward 
Israel's left hand, and Manasseh in 
his left hand toward Israel’s right 
hand, and brought them near unto 
him. 

20 And Israel stretched out his 
right hand, aud laid it upon Eph¬ 
raim's head, who was tbo younger, 
and his left hand upon Manassch’a 
head, guiding his hauds wittingly; 
for Manasseh was the first-born, 

21 And he blessed Joseph, and said, 
God, before whom my fathers Abra¬ 
ham and Ibbbo did walk, tho God 


this day, 

22 The Angel which redeemed me 
from all evil, bless the lads; and let 
my name be named on them, and 
the name of my fathers Abraham and 
Isaac; and let them grow into a mul¬ 
titude in the midst of the earth. 

23 And when Joseph saw that his 
father laid his right hand upon the 
head of Ephraim, it displeased him; 
and he held up his father’s hand, to 
remove it from Ephraim's head unto 
Manasseh's head. 

24 And Joseph said unto his father, 
Not so, my father; for this is the first* 
born; put thy right hand upon his 
head. 

25 And his father refused, and said, 
I know it, my son, I know it; he 
also shall become a people, and he 
also shall be great; but truly his 
younger brother shall be greater than 
he, and his Beed shall become a mul¬ 
titude of nations. 

26 And he blessed them that day, 
saying, In thee shall Israel bless, say¬ 
ing, God make thee as Ephraim and 
as Manasseh ; and he set Ephraim 
before Manasseh. 

27 And Israel Baid unto Joseph, 
Behold, I die; hot God shall bo with 
you, and bring you again unto the 
land of your fathers. 

28 Moreover I have given to thee 
one portion above thy brethren, which 
I took out of the hand of the Amor- 
ite with my sword and with my 
how. 

CHAPTER ZLIX. 

Jacob bluseih his sans—He disih. 

ND Jacob called unto his sons, 
and Baid, Gathor yourselves to¬ 
gether, that I may toll you what sha41 
befall you in the last days. 

2 Gather yourselves together, and 
hear, ye bods of Jacob; and hearken 
unto Israel your father. 

3 Reuben, thou art my first-born, 
my might, and the beginning of my 
strength, the excellency of dignity, 
and the excellency of power; 

4 Unstable as water, thou shalt not 
excel; because thou wentest up to 
thy father's bod; then dofilodst thou 
it; he went up to my couoh. 

5 Simeon and Levi are brethren; 
instruments of cruelty are in their 
habitations. 
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6 0 my goal, come not thou into 
their secret; unto their assembly, 
mine honour, be not thou united; for 
in their anger they Blew a man, and in 
their self-will they digged down a wall. 

7 Cursed be their anger, for it was 
fieroe; and their wrath, for it was 
oruel; I will divide them in Jacob 
and scatter them in Ieracl. 

8 Judah, thou art he whom thy 
brethren shall praise; thy hand shall 
bo in the neck of thine enemies; thy 
father's children shall bow down be¬ 
fore thee. 

9 Judah is a lion's whelp; from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up; ho 
stooped down, he couched as a lion, 
and as an old lion; who shall rouse 
him up ? 

10 Tne sceptre shall not depart 
from Judah, nor a law-giver from 
between his feet, until Shiloh come ; 
and unto him Bball the gathering of 
the people bo. 

11 Binding his foal unto the vine, 
and his ass's colt unto the choice 
vine; he washed his garments in 
wine, and his clothes in the blood of 
grapes; 

12 His eyes shall be red with wine, 
and hie teeth white with milk. 

13 Zebulun shall dwell at the ha¬ 
ven of the sea; and shall bo for a 
haven of ships; and his border shall 
he unto Zidon. 

14 Issachar is a strong ass couch¬ 
ing down between two burdens; 

15 And ho saw that rest was good, 
and the land that it was pleasant; 
and bowed his shoulder to bear, and 
became a servant unto tribute. 

10 Dan shall judge his people, as 
one of the tribes of Israel. 

17 Dan shall be a serpent by tho 
way, an adder in the path, that biteth 
the horse heels, so that his rider shall 
fall backward. 

18 I have waited for thy salvation, 
0 Lord. 

19 Gad, a troop shall overcome 
him; but he shall overcome at the 
last. 

20 Out of Asher his bread shall be 
fat, and he shall yield royal dainties. 

21 N&phtali is a hind let loose; ho 
giveth goodly words. 

22 Josoph is a fruitful bough, evon 
a fruitful bough by a well; whose 
branches run ovor the wall; 


23 The archers have sorely grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated him, 

24 But his bow abode in strength, 
and the arms of his hands were made 
strong by the hands of the mighty 
God of Jacob; (from thence is the 
shepherd, the stone of Israel;) 

25 Even by the God of thy father, 
who shall help thee; and by the 
Almighty, who shall bless thee with 
blessings of heaven above, blessings 
of the deep that lietb under, blessings 
of the breasts, and of the womb; 

20 The hlcssings of thy father have 
prevailed above the blessings of my 
progenitors unto the utmost bound of 
the everlasting hills; they shall be on 
the head of Joseph, and on the crown 
of the head of him that was separate 
from his brethren. 

27 Benjamin shall raven as a wolf; 
in the morning he shall devour the 
prey, and at night he shall divido 
the spoil. 

28 All these are tho twelve tribes 
of Israol; and this is it that their 
father Bpake unto them, aud blessed 
them; every one according to his 
blessing he blessed them. 

29 And he charged them, and said 
unto them, I am to be gathered un 
to my people; bury me with my fa¬ 
thers in the cave that is in the field 
of Ephron the Ilittite, 

30 In the cave that is in the field of 
Machpelah, which is before Mamre, 
in the land of Canaan, which Abra¬ 
ham bought with tho field of Ephron 
the Hittito for a possession of a 
bury ing-place. 

31 There they buried Abraham and 
Sarah hie wife; there they huried 
Isaac and Rcbekah his wife; and 
there I buried Leah. 

32 The purchase of the field and of 
the cave that is therein was from the 
children of Hetb. 

33 And when Jacob had made an 
end of commanding his sons, he ga¬ 
thered up his feet into the bed, and 
yioldod up the ghost, and was gather¬ 
ed unto his peoplo. 

CHAPTER L. 

The mottming far Jacob—The funeral—Jo 
leph camforteth Ziij brethren—ISt yrapht- 
jiW/i —He dieth. 

ND Joseph fell upoD his father’s 
face, and wept upon him, and 
kissed him. 
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3 And Joseph oommanded his ser¬ 
vants the physicians to embalm his 
father; and the physicians embalmed 
Israel. 

3 And forty days wore fulfilled for 
him ; for so are fulfilled the days of 
those which arc embalmed ; and tho 
Egyptians mourned for him three¬ 
score and ten days. 

4 And when the dayB of his mourn¬ 
ing were past, Joseph spake unto the 
house of Pharaoh, saying, If now I 
have found grace in your eyes, speak, 
I pray you, in the earB of Pharaoh, 
saying, 

5 My father made me swear, saying, 
Lo, I die; in my grave which I have 
digged for me in the land of Canaan, 
there shalt thou bury me. Now 
therefore lot mo go up, I pray thee, 
and bury my father, and I will come 
again. 

fl And Pharaoh said, Go up, end 
bury thy father, according as he made 
thee swear. 

7 And Joseph went up to bury his 
father; and with him went up all the 
servants of Pharaoh, the elders of his 
house, and all the elders of the land 
of Egypt, 

8 And all the house of Joseph, and 
bis brethren, and his fathor’e house; 
only their little ones, and their flocks, 
and their herds, they left in tho land 
of Goshen. 

9 And there wont up with him both 
chariots and horsemen ; and it was a 
very great company. 

10 And they came to the threshing- 
floor of A(ad, which is beyond Jordan ; 
and there they mourned with a great 
and very sore lamentation ; and he 
made a mourning for his father seven 
days. 

11 And when the inhabitants of tho 
land, the Canaanitcs, sow the mourn¬ 
ing in the floor of Atad, they paid, 
This is a grievous mourning to the 
Egyptians; wherefore tho mune of it 
was called Abol-mizraini, which is 
beyond Jordan. 

12 And liis sons did unto him 
according as ho commanded them ; 

13 For bis sons carried him into the 
land of Canaan, and buried him in 
the cave of the field of Mnchpelab, 
which Abraham bought wilh the field 
for a possession of a burying-placc of 
Ephron the Ilitlito, before Mamie. 
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14 And Joseph returned into Egypt, 
he, and his brethren, and all that 
went up with him to bury his father, 
after he had buried '-is father. 

15 And when Joseph's brethren saw 
that their father was dead, they said, 
Joseph will poradventure hate us, 
and will certainly requite us all the 
evil which we did unto him. 

16 And they sent a messenger unto 
Joseph, saying, Thy father did com¬ 
mand before he died, sayings 

17 So shall ye say unto Joseph, 
Forgive, I pray thee now, the trespass 
of thy brethren, and their sin; for 
they did unto thee evil; and now, we 
pray thee, forgive the trespass of the 
servants of the God of thy father. 
And Joseph wept when they spake 
unto him. 

18 And hie brethren also went and 
fell down before his face; and they 
said, Behold, we be thy servants. 

19 And Joseph said unto them, Fear 
not; for am I in the place of God ? 

20 But as for you, yc thought evil 
against me; but God meant it unto 
good, to bring to pass, as it is this 
day, to save much people alive. 

21 Now therefore fear ye not; I will 
nourish you, and your little ones. 
And he comforted them, and spake 
kindly unto them. 

22 And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, 
and his father’s house; and Joseph 
lived a hundred and ten years. 

23 And Joseph Baw Ephraim’s 
children of the third generation ; the 
children also of Machir the son of 
Mnnasseh were brought up upon 
Joseph’s knees. 

24 And Joseph said unto his bre¬ 
thren, I die, and go unto my fathers; 
and I go down to my grave with joy. 
The God of my father Jacob be wilh 
you, to deliver you out of affliction in 
the days of yonr hondage : for the 
Lord hath visited me, and I have 
oblaincd a promise of the Lord, that 
out of the fruit of my loins, the Lord 
God will raise up a righteous branch 
out of my loinB ; and unto thee, whom 
my falhor Jacob hath named Israel, 
a prophet; (not tho Messiah who is 
onllcd Shilo ;) and this prophet shall 
deliver my people out of Egypt in 
the days of thy bondage. 

25 And it shall come to pass that 
they shell be scattered again ; and a 
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□ranch shall be broken off, and shall | 
be carried into a far country; never- 
theless they shall be remembered in 
the covenants of the Lord, when the 
Messiah oometh ; for he shall be made 
manifest unto them in the latter 
days, in the Spirit of power; and 
shall bring them out of darkness into 
light; out of hidden darkness, and 
oat of captivity unto freedom. 

26 A seer shall the Lord my God 
raise np, who Bhall be a choice seer 
unto the fruit of my loins. 

27 Thus saith the Lord God of my 
fathers unto me, A choice seer will I 
raise np out of the fruit of thy loins, 
and he shall be esteemed highly 
among the fruit of thy loins, his 
brethren; and unto him will I give 
commandments that he shall do a 
work for the fruit of thy loins. 

28 And he shall bring them to the 
knowledge of the covenants which I 
have made with thy father; and he 
shall do whatsoever work I shall com¬ 
mand him. 

29 And I will make him great in 
mine eyes, for he shall do my work; 
and he shall be great like unto him 
whom Ihavosaid I would raise up unto 
you, to deliver my people, 0 house of 
Israel, out of the land of Egypt; for a 
seer will I raise up to deliver my people 
out of the land of Egypt; and he shall 
be called Moses. And by this name 
he shall know that he is of thy house; 
for he shall be nursed by the king's 
daughter, and shall be called her son. 

30 And again, a seer will I raise up 
out of the fruit of thy loins, and unto 
him will I give power to bring forth 
my word unto the seed of thy loins; 
and not to the bringing forth of my 
word only, saith the Lord, but to the 
convincing them of my word, which 
shall have already gone forth among 
them in the last days; 

31 Wherefore the fruit of thy loins 
shall write, and the fruit of the loins 
of Judah shall writo ; and that which 
shall be written by the fruit of thy 
loins, and also that which shall be 
written by the fruit of the loins of 
Judah, shall grow together unto the 
oonfouuding of false doctrines, and 
laying down of contentions, and 
establishing peace among the fruit 
of thy loins, and bringing them to a 


knowledge of their fathers in the 
latter days; and also to the knowledge 
of my covenants, saith the Lord. 

32 And out of weakness shall he be 
made strong, in that day when my 
work shall go forth among all my 
people, which shall restore them, who 
are of the house of Israel, in the last 
days. 

33 And that seer will I bless, and 
they that seek to destroy him shall 
be confounded; for this promise 1 
give unto you; for I will remember 
you from generation to generation ; 
and his name shall be called Joseph, 
and it shall be after the name of nis 
father; and he shall bo like unto 
you; for the thing which the Lord 
shall bring forth by his hand shall 
bring my people unto salvation. 

34 And the Lord sware unto Joseph, 
that he would preserve his seed for 
ever, saying, I will raise up Moses, 
and a rod shall be in his hand, and 
he shall gather together my people, 
and he shall lead them as a dock, and 
he shall emite the waters of the Red 
Sea with his rod. 

35 And he shall have judgment, 
and shall write the word of the Lord. 
And he shall not speak many words, 
for I will write onto him my law by 
the finger of mine own hand. And I 
will make a spokesman for him, and 
his name shall be called Aaron. 

36 And it 6hall be done unto thee in 
the last days also, even as I have 
sworn. Therefore, Joseph said unto 
his brethren, God will surely visit 
you, and bring you out of this land, 
unto the land which he sware unto 
Abraham, and unto Isaac, and to 
Jacob. 

37 And Joseph confirmed many 
other things unto his brethren, and 
took an oath of the children of Israel, 

j snying unto them, God will surely 
visit you, and ye shall carry up my 
bones from hence. 

39 So Joseph died, when he was an 
hundred and ten years old; and they 
embalmed bim, and they put him in a 
coffin in Egypt; and he was kept 
from burial by the children of Israel, 
that he might be carried up and laid 
in the Bepulchre with his fathor. And 
thus they remembered the oath which 
they sware unto him. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Hu children of JsrasL, though oppressed, do 
multiply. 

N OW these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came 
into Egypt; every man according to 
bis houBenold who came with Jacob. 

2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 
3 Issaohar, Zebulun, and Benjamin, 
4 Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and 
Asher. 

& And all the souls that came out of 
the loins of Jacob were seventy souls ; 
for Joseph was in Egypt already. 

6 And Joseph died, and all his 
brethren, and all that generation. 

7 And the ohildren of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, 
and multiplied, and waxed exceeding 
i.ighty; and the land was filled with 
them. 

8 Now there arose up a now king 
over Egypt, whioh knew not Joseph. 
0 And he said unto his people, Be¬ 
hold, the people of the children of 
Israel are more and mightier than 
we ; 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them; lost they multiply, and it 
come to pass, that, when there falleth 
out any war, they join also unto our 
enemies, and fight against us, and so 
get them up out of the land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
burdens. And thoy built for Pharaoh 
treasure cities, Pithom and Rnnmscs. 

12 But the more they afflicted them, 
tho more they multiplied and grow. 
And thoy were grieved because of the 
ohildren of Israel. 

13 And the Egyptians made the 
children of Israel to sorve with rigour; 

14 And they made their lives bitter 
with hard bondage, in mortar, and in 
brick, and in all manner of service in 
the field; all their service, wherein 
they mado them sorve, was with 
rigour. 

16 And tho king of Egypt spake to 
tho Hebrow inidwive9, of which tho 
name of the one was Shiprah, and 
tho name of the other Puah ; 

16 And he said, When ye do tho 
offioe of a midwife to the Ilobrew 
women, and see them upon the 'tools. 


if it be a son, then ye shall kill him \ 
but if it be a daughter, then she shall 
live. 

17 But the midwivea feared God, 
and did not as the king of Egypt 
commanded them, but saved the men 
children alive. 

18 And the king of Egypt called for 
the midwives, and said unto them, 
Why have ye done this thing, and 
have saved the men children alive? 

19 And the midwives said unto 
Pharaoh, Because the Hebrew women 
are not as the Egyptian women ; for 
thoy are lively, and are delivered ere 
the midwives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with 
tho midwives; and the people multi¬ 
plied, and waxed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives feared God, that he made 
them houses. 

22 And Pharaoh charged all his 
people, saying, Every son that is 
born ye shall cast into the river, and 
every daughter ye shall save alive. 

CHAPTER II. 

Mosey birth , adoption, flight, and marriage 

A ND there went a man of the 
house of Levi, and took to wife 
a daughter of Levi. 

2 And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son; and when she saw him 
that he was a goodly child, she hid 
bim three months. 

3 And when she could not longer 
hide him, Bho took for him an ark of 
bulrushes, and daubed it with slime 
and with pitch, and put tho child 
theroin; and sho laid it in the flags 
by the rivor’s brink. 

4 And his siBter stood afar off, to 
wit what would be done to him. 

5 And the daughter of Pharaoh 
came down to wash hersolf at the 
river; and her maidens walked along 
by the river’s Bide; and whon she 
snw tho ark among the flags, she 
sent her maid to fetch it. 

6 And when she had openod it, she 
saw the child; and, behold, the babe 
wept. And sho had compassion on 
him, and said, This is ono of the 
Hebrews' children. 

7 Then said his sister to Pharaoh’s 
daughter, Shall I go and call to thee 
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a nur>e of ihe Hebrew women, 
that she may nurse the child for 
thee ? 

8 And Pharaoh's daughter said to 
her. Go. And the maid went and 
oalled the child's mother. 

9 And Pharaoh’s daughter said 
onto her, Take this child away, and 
nurse it for me, and I will give thee 
thy wages. And the woman took 
the child, and nursed it. 

10 And the child grew, and she 
brought him unto Pharaoh’s daugh¬ 
ter, and he became her son. And 
she called his name Moses; and she 
Baid, Because 1 drew him out of the 
water. 

11 And it came to pass in those 
days, when Moses was grown, that 
he went out unto his brethren, and 
looked on their burdens; And he 
spied an Egyptian smiting a lie- 
brew, one of his brethren. 

12 And he looked this way and that 
way, and when he saw that there was 
no man, he slew the Egyptian, and 
hid him in the SAnd. 

13 And when he went out the 
second day, behold, two men of the 
Hebrews strove together; and he 
said to him that did the wrong. 
Wherefore smitcsl thou thy fellow? 

14 And he said, Who made thee a 
prince and a judge over us? intendcst 
thou to kill me, as thou killedst the 
Egyptian ? And Moses feared, and 
said, Surely this thing is known, 

15 Now when Phnraoh heard this 
thing, he sought to slay Moses. But 
Moses fled from the face of Pharaoh, 
and dwell in the laud of Midian; and 
he sat down by a well. 

10 Now the priest of Midian had 
seven daughters; and they came and 
drew water, and filled the troughs to 
water their father’s flock. 

17 And the shepherds came and 
drove them away; but Moecs stood 
up and helped them, and watered 
their flock. 

18 And when they came to ReucI 
their father, ho said, How is it that 
ye are oomc so soon to-dny ? 

19 And they said, An Egyptian 
delivered us out of the hand of tho 
shepherds, and also drew water 
enough for us, and watered tho 
flook. 

20 And he said nnto his daughters, 


And whero is he? why is it that yai 
have left the man? call him, that he 
may eat bread. 

21 And Moses was content to dwell 
with the mao ; and he gave Mosea 
Zipporah his daughter. 

22 And she bare him a son, and he 
called his name Qershom ; for he said, 
I have been a stranger in a strange 
land. 

23 And it came to pass in procesa 
of time, that the king of Egypt died; 
and the children of Israel sighed by 
reason of the bondage, and they cried, 
and their cry came up unto God by 
reason of the bondage. 

24 And God heard their groaning, 
and God remembered his covenant 
with Abraham, with Isaac, and with 
Jacob. 

25 And God looked upon the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and God had respect 
nnto them. 

CHAPTER III. 

Afosrs keepeth Jethrtfs flock—God appear eth 
to him in a hunting bush — He saideth Aim 
to deliver Israel. 

N OW Moses kept the flock of 
Jethro hie father-in-law, the 
priest of Midian; and he led tbe 
flock to the hack side of the desert, 
and came to the mountain of God, 
even to noreb. 

2 And again, the presence of the 
Lord appeared unto him, in a flame 
of fire in the midet of a bush ; and 
ho looked, and, behold, tho hush 
burned with fire, and the bush was 
not consumed. 

3 And Moses said, I will now turn 
aside, and see this great sight, why 
the bush is not consumed. 

4 And when the Lord saw that ho 
turned aside to see, God called unto 
him out of the midst of the bush, and 
said, Moses, Moses. And he said, 
Ilerc am I. 

5 And he said. Draw not nigh 
hither; put off thy shoes frem off 
thy Feet: for the place whereon thou 
standee! is holy ground. 

6 Moreover he Faid, I am the God 
of thy father, the God of Abraham, 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. And Moses hid his face ; for 
he was afraid to look upon God. 

7 And the Lord said, I have surely 
seen the affliction of my people which 
are in Egypt, and have beard their 
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CHAPTER IV. 

ory by reason of their task-masters; I the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
for I know lheir sorrows; the Porizzites, and the Hivites, and 


9 And I am eoino down to deliver 
them out of the hand of the Egypt¬ 
ians, and to bring them up out of 
that land unto a good land and a 
large, unto u land lowing with milk 
and honey; unto the place of tho 
Canaaniles, and the Ilittiles, and 
tho Amorites, and the Porizzites, and 
the Hivites, and tho Jcbusites. 

9 Now therefore, behold, the cry of 
the children of Israel is eoino unto 
ire; and I have also seen the oppres¬ 
sion wherewith the Egyptians op¬ 
press thorn. 

10 Come now therefore, and I will 
send thoe unto Pharaoh, that, thou 
mayest bring forth my people the 
ohildron of Israel out of Egypt. 

11 And Moses said unto God, Who 
am I, that I should go unto Pharaoh, 
and that I should bring forth the 
children ol' Israel out of Egypt? 

12 And he said, Cortuinly I will bo 
with thee; and this Bhall be a token 
unto thee, that I have sent thee; 
When thou hast brought forth tho 

S oople out of Egypt, yo shall servo 
od upon this mountain. 

13 And Moses said unto God, Be¬ 
hold, when I come unto the children 
of Israol, and shall say unto them. 
The God of your fathers hath sont 
mo unto you; and they shall say to 
me, What is his name ? what shall I 
Bay unto them ? 

14 And God said unto Moses, I AM 
THAT I AM; and he said, Thus 
shalt thou say unto tho children of 
Israel, I AM hath sont mo unto you. 

15 And God said moreover unto 
Mosos, Thus sbalt thou say unto the 
childron of Israel, The Lord God of 
your fathers, tho God of Abraham, 
tho God of Isaac, and the God of Ju- 
oob, hath sont mo unto you; this is 
my name for ever, and this is my 
memorial unto all generations. 

16 Go, and gather the ciders of 
Israel together, and say unto them, 
The Lord God of your fathers, tho 
God of Ahrahaiu, of Isaac, and of 
Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, I 
have surely visited you, and seen 
that which is (lone to you in Egypt; 

17 And I have said, I will bring 
you up out of the affliction of Egypt 
unto the land of the Canaanites, and 


the Jebusites, unto a land flowing 
with milk and honey. 

18 And they shall hearken to rhy 
voice ; and thou sbalt come, thou and 
the elders of Israel, unto the king of 
Egypt* and ye shall say unto him, 
The Lord God of the Hebrews hath 
met with us; and now let us go, we 
beseech thee, three days' journey into 
the wilderness, that we may sacrifice 
to the Lord our God. 

19 And I am sure that the king of 
Egypt will not let you go, no, not by 
a mighty hand. 

20 And I will stretch out my hand, 
and smite Egypt with all my won¬ 
ders which I will do in tho midst 
thoreof; and after that he will let 
you go. 

21 And I will give this people 
favour in the sight of tho Egyptians; 
and it shall oomo to puss, that, when 
ye go, ye shall not go empty; 

22 But every woman shall borrow 
of her neighbour, and of her that 
aojournelh in her house, jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and rai¬ 
ment: and ye shall put them upon 
your sons, aud upon your daughters; 
and ye shall spoil tho Egyptians. 

CHAPTER IV. 

3foses is given a rod of power—He is Irfk to 

be soil—Aaron is called — God’s message to 

Pharaoh — Zipparah circuruciseth her tan 

—Aaron is called. 

ND Mosos answered and Enid, 
But, behold, they will not he- 
lievo me, nor hearken unto my voice; 
for they will say, Tho Lord hath not 
appeared unto thee. 

2 And tho Lord said nnto him, 
What is that in thine hand ? And 
ho said, A rod. 

3 And ho said, Cast it on the 
ground. And he cast it on the 
ground, nnd it became a serpent; 
and Mosos fled from beforo it. 

4 And tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Put forth thine hand, and take it by 
the tail. And he put forth his hand, 
nnd caught it, and it became a rod in 
bis hand; 

5 That they may believe that the 
Lord God of their fathers, the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isaao, and 
the God of Jaaob, hath appeared 
unto thee. 
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8 And the Lord said furthermore 
unto him, Put qow thine hand into 
thy bosom. And he put hiB hand 
into his bosom; and when he took it 
out, behold, bis hand was leprous as 
enow. 

7 And he said, Put thy hand into 
thy bosom again. And he put his 
hand into his bosom again; and 

lucked it out of his bosom, and, bo- 

old, it was turned again as his other 
flesh. 

8 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not believe thee, neither hearken 
to the voice of the first sign, that 
they will believe the voice of the lat¬ 
ter sign. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not helieve also these two signs, 
neither hearken unto thy voice, that 
thou shalt take of the water of the 
river, and pour it upon the dry land; 
and the water which thou takest out 
of the river shall become blood upon 
the dry land. 

10 And Moses said unto tho Lord, 
0 my Lord, I am not eloquent, neither 
heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken 
unto thy servant; but I am slow of 
speech, and of a slow tongue. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, 
Who hath made man’s mouth? or 
who inakelh the dumb, or deaf, or 
the seeing, or the blind? have not I 
the Lord ? 

12 Now therefore go, and I will be 
with thy mouth, and teach thee what 
thou shalt say. 

13 And he said, 0 iny Lord, send, 
I pray thee, by the hand of him whom 
thou wilt send. 

14 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Moses, and he said. 
Is not Aaron the Lcvite thy brother? 
I know that he can speak well. And 
also, behold, ho coineth forth to meet 
thee ; and when he secth thee, he will 
be glad in his heart. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto him. 
and put words in his moulb; and I 
will be with tby mouth, and with bis 
mouth, and will teach you what ye 
shall do. 

16 And he shall be thy spokesman 
unto the people; and he shall be, 
even ho shall be to thee instead of a 
mouth, and thou shall be to him in¬ 
stead of God. 

17 And thou shalt take thie rod in 


thine hand, wherewith thou shalt do 
signs. 

18 And Mosea went and relumed to 
Jethro bis father-in-law, and said 
unto him, Let me go, I pray thee, 
and return unto my brethren which 
are in Egypt, and ace whether they 
be yet alive. And Jethro said to 
Moses, Go in peace. 

19 Aod the Lord said unto Moses in 
Midian, Go, return into Egypt; for all 
the men arc dead which sought thy li fe. 

20 And Moses took his wife and bis 
sons, and set them upon an ass, and 
he returned to the land of Egypt; and 
Moses took the rod of God in his hand. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into 
Egypt, see that thou do all those 
wonders before Pharaoh, which I 
have put in thine hand, and I will 
prosper thee; hut Pharaoh will hard¬ 
en his heart, and he will not let the 
people go. 

22 And thou shalt 6ay unto Pha¬ 
raoh, Thus saith the Lord, Israel is 
my son, even my first-born; 

23 And I say unto thee, Let my son 
go, that he may servo me; and if 
thou refuse to let him go, behold, I 
will slay thy son, even thy first-horn. 

24 And it came to pass, that the 
Lord appeared unto him as he was in 
the way, hy the inn. Tho Lord was 
angry with Moses, and his hand was 
about to fall upon him, to kill him; 
for he had not circumcised his son. 

25 Then Zipporah took a sharp 
stono and circumcised her son, and 
cast the stone at his feet, and said, 
Surely thou art a bloody husband 
unto me. 

26 And the Lord spared Moses and 
let him go, because Zipporah, hie 
wife, circumcised the child. And she 
said, Thou art a bloody husband. 
And Moses was ashamed, and hid his 
face from the Lord, and said, I have 
sinned before the Lord. 

27 And the Lord said unto Aaron, 
Go into the wilderness to meet Moses, 
and he went and met him, in the 
mount of God: in the mount where 
God appeared unto him; and Aaron 
kissed him. 

28 And Moses told Aaron all the 
words of tho Lord who had sent him, 
and all the signs which ho had com¬ 
manded him. 
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2U And Moses and Aaron went and 
gathered together all the ciders of the 
children of Israel; 

30 And Aaron spako all the words 
which the Lord had spoken unto 
Mohos, and did the signs in the sight 
of the people. 

31 And the people beliovcd; and 
when they heard that the Lord had 
visited the children of Israel, and 
that he had looked upon their afflic¬ 
tion, then they bowed their heads and 
worshipped. 


CHAPTER V. 

i'haraoh incremelh the Israelii**' task—He 
checkelh their camplainls—Moses cryeth to 
God for Israel. 

A ND afterward Moses and Aaron 
went in, and told Pharaoh, Thus 
inilh tho Lord God of Israel, Let my 
people go, that they may hold a feast 
unto mo m the wilderness. 

2 And Pharaoh said, Who is the 
Lord, that I should obey his voice to 
let Israel go ? I know not the Lord, 
neither will I let Israel go. 

3 And they Hnid, The God of tho 
Hebrews hath met with us; let us go, 
wo pray thee, throe days' journey 
into the dosert, and sacrifice unto the 
Lord our God; lest ho fall upon us 
with pestilence, or with the sword. 

4 And tho king of Egypt said unto 
them, Wherofore do ye, Moses and 
Aaron, lead the peoplo from their 
works? get you unto your burdens. 

5 And Pharaoh said, Behold, the peo¬ 
plo of tho land now arc many, and 
ye mako them real from their burdens. 

0 And Pharaoh commanded the 
name day the taskmasters of the 
poople, and tboir officers, saying, 

7 Vo shall no more give tho peoplo 
straw to mako brick, as horotoforo; 
let them go and gather straw for 
thomeolvos. 

8 And the tale of the bricks, whioh 
they did make heretofore, ye shall 
lay upon thorn ; ye shall not diminish 
aught thereof; for thoy bo idle; there¬ 
fore they ory, Baying, Let us go and 
saorifioe to our God. 

0 Lot there moro work be laid opon 
the men, that they may labour therein ; 
and lot them not regard vain words. 

10 And tho taskmasters of tho people 
went out, and thoir officers, and they 
•pake to the poople, saying, Thus saith 
Pharaoh. I will not give you straw. 


11 Go ye, get your straw where ye 
can find it; yet not aught of your 
work shall be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered 
abroad throughout all the land of 
Egypt to gather stubble instead of 
straw. 

13 And the taskmasters hasted them, 
saying, Fulfil your works, your daily 
tasks, as when there was straw. 

14 And the officers of the children 
of Israel, which Pharaoh's taskmas¬ 
ters had set over them, were beaten, 
and demanded. Wherefore have ye 
not fulfilled your task in making 
brick, hoth yesterday and to-day, as 
heretofore ? 

15 Then tho officers of the children 
of Israel came and cried unto Pha¬ 
raoh, saying, Wherefore dealest thon 
thus with thy servants ? 

16 There is no straw given unto thy 
servants, and they say to us, Make 
brick; and, behold, thy servants are 
beaten ; but the fault is in thine own 
people. 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are 
idle; therefore ye say, Let us go and 
do sacrifice to the Lord. 

18 Go therefore now, and work; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 

10 And tho officers of the children 
of Israel did see that they were in 
evil case, after it was said, Ye shall 
not diminish aught from your bricks 
of your daily task. 

20 And thoy mot Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in the way, as they came 
forth from Pharaoh ; 

21 And they said unto them, The 
Lord look upon you, and judge; be¬ 
cause ye have made our savour to be 
abhorred in the eyes of Pharaoh, and 
in the eyes of his servants, to put a 
sword in their hand to slay us. 

22 And Moses returned unto the 
Lord, and said, Lord, wherefore hast 
thou so evil entreated this people? 
why is it that thou hast sent mo ? 

23 For since I came to Pharaoh to 
speak in thy name, ho hath done evil 
to this people; neither hast thou de¬ 
livered thy people at all. 


CHAPTER VI. 

God rmewelh his promise— The genealogy gf 
Reuben, Simeon , and Levi. 

T HEN the Lord said unto Moses, 
Now shalt thou see what I will 
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do to Pharaoh \ for with a strong 
hand shall he let them go, and with 
a strong hand shall he drive them 
out of his land. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and 
said unto him, I am the Lord; 

3 And I appeared unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob. I am 
the Lord God Almighty; the Lord 
JEHOVAH. And was not my name 
known unto them ? 

4 Yea, and I have also established 
my covenant with them, which I made 
with them, to give them the land of 
Canann, tho land of their pilgrimage, 
wherein they were straDgcrs. 

5 And I have also heard the groan¬ 
ing of Lhc children of Israel, whom 
the Egyptians keep in bondage ; and 
I have remembered my covenant. 

6 Wherefore say unto the children 
of Israel, I am the Lord, and I will 
bring you out from under the bur¬ 
dens of the Egyptians, and I will 
rid you out of their bondage, and I 
will redeem you with a stretched out 
arm, aud with great judgments; 

7 And I will take you to me for a 
people, and I will be to you a God ; 
and ye shall kuow that I am the Lord 
your God, which bringeth you out from 
under tho burdens of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the 
land, concerning the which I did 
swear to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob; and I will give it you 
for a heritage ; I the Lord will do it. 

9 And Moses spake so unto the 
children of Israel; but they heark¬ 
ened not unto Moses for anguish of 
spirit, and for cruel bondage. 

10 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

11 Go in, Bpeak unto Pharaoh king 
of Egypt, that he let the ohildren of 
Israel go out of his land. 

12 And Moses spake before tho 
Lord, saying, Behold, the children 
of Israel have not hearkened unto 
mo; how then shall Pharaoh hear 
me, who is of uncircumcised lips ? 

13 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, and gave them a 
charge unto the children of Israel, 
and unto Pharaoh king of Egypt, to 
bring the children of Israel out of 
the land of Egypt. 

14 Those are tno heads of their fa¬ 
thers' houses; The Bons of Keuben 


the first-born of Israel; Hauoch, an3 
Palin, Hezron, and Carmi; these are 
the families of Reuben. 

15 And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, 
and Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, 
and Zohar, and Shaul the son of a 
Canaanitish woman; these are the 
families of Simeon. 

16 And these arc the names of the 
sons of Levi according to their gene¬ 
rations ; Gcrshon, and Kohath, and 
Merari; and the years of the life of 
Levi were a hundred thirty and seven 
years. 

17 The sons of Gcrshon ; Libni, and 
Shimi, according to their families. 

13 And the sons of Kohath ; Am- 
ram, and Izhar, and Hebron, and 
Uzziel; and the years of the life of 
Kohath were a hundred thirty and 
three years. 

19 And the sons of Merari; Mahali 
atfd Mushi; these arc the families of 
Levi according to their generations. 

20 And Amrarn took him Jochehed 
his father’s sister to wife; and she 
bare him Aaron and Moses; and the 
years of the life of A in ram were a 
hundred and thirty and seven years. 

21 And the sons of Izhar; Korah, 
and Nepheg, and Zichri. 

22 And the sons of Uzziel; Mishaol, 
and Elzaphan, and Zithri. 

23 And Aaron took him Elieheba, 
daughter of Auiminadab, sister of 
Naashon, to wife : and she bare him 
Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and Itho- 
mar. 

24 And the sons of Korah; Assir, 
and Elkanah, and Abiasaph ; these 
are families of the Korhites. 

25 And Eleazar Aaron’s son took 
him one of the daughters of Putiel to 
wife; and she bare him Phinehas; 
these are the heads of the fathers of 
the Levites according to their fami¬ 
lies. 

26 These are the sons of Aaron, ao- 
oording to their families. And all 
these are the names of tho children 
of Israel according to the heads ol 
their families, that the Lord said unto 
Aaron and Moses, they should bring 
up out of the land of Egypt, accord¬ 
ing to their armies. 

27 These are they concerning whom 
tho Lord spake to Pharaoh, king of 
Egypt, that he should let them go. 
And he aeut Mo-aes and Aaron to

bring out the children of Israel from 
Egypt. 

28 And it came to pass, on the day 
the Lord spake unto Moses, in the 
land of Egypt, that the Lord com¬ 
manded Mosos that he should speak 
unto Pharaoh, king of Egypt, saying, 
I, the Lord, will do unto Pharaoh, 
king of Egypt, all that I say unto 
thee. 

29 And Mosos said, before the Lord, 
Dehold, I am of stammering lips, and 
slow of speooh ; how shall Pnaraoh 
hearken unto mo ? 

CIIA.PTKR VII. 

Motet n encouraged—Hit age—Hit rod it 
lunvd into a terprrU—The river turned to 
blood. 

ND Lho Lord said unto Moses, 
Sec, I have mado thee a prophet 
to Pharaoh; and Aaron thy brother 
shall be thy spokesman. 

2 Thou ehalt speak unto thy bro¬ 
ther all that I command thee ; and 
Aaron thy brother shall speak unto 
Pharaoh, that ho send the children 
of Israel out of his land. 

3 And Pharaoh will harden his 
heart, as I said nuto thee; and thou 
shalt multiply my signs, and my 
wonders, in the land of Egypt. 

4 But Pharaoh will not hearken 
unto you, therefore I will lay my 
bund upon Egypt, and bring forth 
mine armies, my people, the children 
of Israel, out of tho land of Egypt 
by great judgments. 

5 And tho Egyptians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I stretch 
forth mine band upon Egypt, and 
bring out the children of Israel from 
among them. 

6 And Moses and Aaron did as the 
Lord commanded them, so did they. 

7 And Mosos was four-score years 
aid, and Aaron four-score and three 
years old, when they spake unto Pha¬ 
raoh. 

8 And tho Lord spake unto Mosos 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

0 When Pharaoh shall speak unto 
you, saying, Show a miracle that I 
may know you; then thou shalt say 
unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and oast 
it before Pharaoh, and it shall become 
a serpent. 

10 And Moses and Aaron went in 
unto Pharaoh, and they did so as 
the Lord bad ooiumuudod : and Aaron 
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cast down his rod beforo Pharaoh, 
and before his servants, and it be¬ 
came a serpent. 

11 Then Pharaoh also called the 
wise men and the aorcerors; now 
the magicians of Egypt, they also 
did in liko manner with their en¬ 
chantments. 

12 For they cast down every man 
his rod, and they became serpents; 
but Aaron’s rod swallowed up their 
rods. 

13 And Pharaoh hardened his heart, 
thnt he hearkened not unto them ; as 
the Lord had said. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh's heart is hardened, he re- 
fuseth to let the people go. 

15 Get thco unto Pharaoh in the 
morning; lo, he gooth out unto the 
water; and thou shalt stand by the 
river’s brink against he come; and 
the rod which was turned to a ser¬ 
pent shalt thou take in thine hand. 

1G And thou shalt say unto him, 
The Lord God of the Hebrews hath 
sent me unto thee, saying, Let my 
people go, that they may servo me 
in the wilderness; and, behold, hi¬ 
therto thou wouldest not hear. 

17 Thus aaith tho Lord, In this 
thou shalt know that I am the Lord; 
behold, I will smite with the rod that 
is in mine hand upon the waters 
which arc in the river, and they shall 
he turned to blood. 

18 And the fish that is in tho river 
shall die, and the river shall stink; 
and the Egyptians shall loathe to 
drink of the water of the river. 

19 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, Say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, 
and stretch out Ihino hand upon 
the waters of Egypt, upon their 
stroams, upon their rivers, and upon 
their ponds, and upon all their pools 
of water, that they may beoome 
blood; and that there may be blood 
throughout all tho land of Egypt, 
both in vessels of wood, and in ves¬ 
sels of stone. 

20 And Mosos and Aaron did so, 
as tho Lord commanded; and he 
lifted up tho rod, and smoto the wa¬ 
ters that were iu tho river, in the 
sight of Pharaoh, and in the sight 
of his servants ; and all tho waters 
that were in the river were turned to 
blood. 



21 And the fish that was in the 
river died ; and the river Blank, and 
the Egyptians could not drink of the 
water of the river; and there was 
blood throughout all the land of 
Egypt. 

22 And the magicians of Egypt 
did bo with their enchantments ; and 
Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, nei¬ 
ther did he hearken unto them; as 
the Lord had said. 

23 And Pharaoh turned and went 
into his house, neither did he set his 
heart to this also. 

24 And all the Egyptians digged 
round about tho river for water to 
drink; for they could not drink of 
the water of the river. 

25 And Beven days were fulfilled, 
after that the Lord had smitten the 
river. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Frogs tent, and Moses by prayer remmfth 
them — The dust turned to lice — The swarms 
of flies. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Go unto Pharaoh, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 

2 And if thou refuse to let them 
go, behold, I will smite all thy bor¬ 
ders with frogs; 

3 And the river shall bring forth 
frogs abundantly, which shall go up 
and come into thine house, and into 
thy bed-chamber, and upon thy bed, 
and into the bouse of thy servants, 
and upon thy people, and into thine 
ovens, and into thy kneading-troughs; 

4 And the frogs shall come up both 
on thee, and upon thy people, and 
upon all thy servants. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch forth thine 
hand with Ihy rod over the streams, 
over the rivers, and over the ponds, 
and cause frogs to como up upon the 
land of Egypt. 

6 And Aaron stretched out his hand 
over the waters of Egypt; and the 
frogs came up, and covered the land 
of Egypt. 

7 And the magicians did so with 
their enchantments, and brought up 
frogs upon the land of Egypt. 

8 Then Pharaoh called for Moses 
and Aarou, and said, Entreat tho 
Lord, that he may take away the 
frogs from me, and from my people; 


and I will let the people go, that 
they may do sacrifice unto the Lord. 

9 And Moses said unto Tharaoh, 
Glory over me; when shall I entreat 
for thee, and for thy servants, and 
for thy people, to destroy the frogi 
from thee and thy houses, that they 
may remain in the river only? 

10 And he said, To-morrow. And 
he said, Be it according to thy word; 
that tbou mayeet know that there is 
none like unto the Lord our God. 

11 And the frogs shall depart from 
thee, and from thy houses, and from 
thy servants, and from thy peopte; 
they shall remain in the river only. 

12 And Moses and Aaron went ont 
from Pharaoh; and Moses cried unto 
the Lord because of the frogs which 
he had brought against Pharaoh. 

13 And the Lord did according to 
the word of Moses; and the frogs 
died out of the houses, out of the 
villages, and out of the fields. 

14 And they gathered them toge¬ 
ther upon heaps; and the land 
stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw that 
there was respite, he hardened his 
heart, and hearkened not unto them; 
as the Lord had said. 

16 And the Lord said nnto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron. Stretch out thy rod, 
and smite the dust of the land, that 
it may hecome lice throughout all the 
land of Egypt. 

17 And they did so; for Aaron 
stretched out his band with bis rod, 
and smote the dust of the earth, and 
it became lice in man, and in beast; 
all the dust of the land became lice 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 

18 And the magicians did so with 
their enchantments to bring forth 
lice, hut they could not; so there 
were lice upon man, and npon 
beast. 

19 Then the magicians said nnto 
Pharaoh, This is the finger of God; 
and Pharaoh's heart was hardened, 
and he hearkened not unto them; 
as the Lord had said. 

20 And the Lord said nnto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and 
stand before Pharaoh ; lo, he oometh 
forth to the water; and say unto 
him, Thus saith tho Lord, Let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 

21 Else, if thou wilt n» ♦ W mv 
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CHAPTER IX. 


n le go, behold, I will Bend swarms 
Los upon thee, and upon thy ser¬ 
vants, aud upon thy people, and into 
thy houses; and tho houses of the 
Egyptians shall be full of swarms of 
(lies, and also the ground whereon 
■lifiy are. 

22 And I will sovor in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which my people 
dwell, that no swarms of (lies shall be 
there; to the end thou mayest know 
that I am the Lord in the midst of 
the earth. 

23 And I will put a division between 
my people and tby pcoplo ; to-mor¬ 
row shall thiB sign be. 

2d And tho Lord did so ; and there 
oame a grievous swarm of flics into 
the house of Pharaoh, and into his 
servants’ houses, and into all the land 
of Egypt; the land was corrupted by 
reason of tbc swarm of flies. 

2b And Pharaoh called for Moses 
and for Aaron, and said, Go ye, sacri¬ 
fice to your God in the land. 

26 And Moses said, It is not meet 
so to do; for we shall sacrifice tho 
abomination of the Egyptians to the 
Lord our God; lo, shall we sacrilico 
the abomination of the Egyptians 
before their eyes, and will they not 
stone us ? 

27 We will go throe days’ journey 
into the wilderness, and sacrifice to 
the Lord our God, as he shall com¬ 
mand us. 

28 And Pharaoh said, I will let you 
go, that ye may saorifioe to tho Lord 
your God in the wilderness ; only ye 
shall not go very far away ; ontroat 
for me. 

20 And Moses said, Behold, I go 
out from thee, and I will entreat the 
Lord that the swarms of flies may de¬ 
part from Pharaoh, from his ser¬ 
vants, and from his people, to-mor¬ 
row ; but let not Pharaoh deal deceit¬ 
fully any more in not letting the 
people go to saorifioe to the Lord. 

30 And Moses wont out from Pha¬ 
raoh, and entreated the Lord. 

31 And the Lord did according to 
the werd of Moses; and ho removed 
the swarma of fliea from Pharaoh, 
from his servants, and from his peo¬ 
ple ; there remained not one. 

32 And Pharaoh hardened hie heart 
at this time alao, neither would he let 
the people go. 


CHAPTER IX. 

The plagues of boils, of murrain, and had. 
LIEN tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Go in unto Pharaoh, and tell 
him, Thus sailh the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that they 
may servo me. 

2 For if thou refuse to let them go, 
and wilt hold them still, 

3 Behold, the hand of the Lord is 
upon thy cattle which is in the field, 
upon tho horses, upon the asses, upon 
the camels, upon the oxen, and upon 
tho sheep; there shall be a very griev¬ 
ous murrain. 

4 And the Lord shall sever between 
the cattle of Israol and the cattle of 
Egypt; and there shall nothing die 
of all that is the children’s of Israel. 

5 And the Lord appointed a sot 
time, saying, To-morrow the Lord 
shall do this thing in the land. 

6 And the Lord did that thing on 
tho morrow, and all the cattle of 
Egypt died; but of the cattle of the 
children of Israel died not one. 

7 Aud Pharaoh sent, and, hehold, 
there was not one of the cattle of the 
Israelites dead. And the heart of 
Pharaoh was hardened, and he did 
not let the people go. 

8 And tho Lord said unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, Take to you hand¬ 
fuls of ashes of the furnace, and let 
Moses sprinkle it toward the heaven 
in the sight of Pharaoh. 

9 And it shall become Bmall dust in 
all the land of Egypt, and shall be a 
boil breaking forth with blains upon 
man, and upon boast, throughout all 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And thoy took ashes of the fur¬ 
nace, and stood before Pharaoh ; and 
Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven; 
and it became a boil breaking forth 
with blains upon man, and upon beast. 

11 And tbo magicians oould not 
stand before Moses, because of the 
boils; for the boil was upon the ma- 
gioians, and upon all the Egyptians. 

12 And Pharaoh hardened bis heart, 
and he hearkened not unto them ; as 
the Lord had spokoD unto Moses. 

13 And tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and 
stand before Pharaoh, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 
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14 For I will at this time send all 
my plagues upon thine heart, and 
upon thy servants, and upon thy 
people; that thou mayest know that 
there is none like mo in all the 
earth. 

15 For now I will Btretoh out my 
hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
people with pestilence; and thoushalt 
be cut off from the earth. 

16 And in very deed for this cause 
bare I raised thee up, for to show in 
thee my power; and that my name 
may be declared throughout all the 
earth. 

17 Therefore speak unto Pharaoh 
the thing which I command thee, who 
as yet exalteth himself that he will 
not let them go. 

18 Behold, to-morrow about this 
time, I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, such as hath uot been 
in Egypt since the foundation there¬ 
of even until now. 

19 Send therefore now, and gather 
thy cattle, and all that thou hast in 
the field; for upon every man and 
beast which shall be found in the 
field, and shall not he brought home, 
the hail shall come down upon them, 
and they shall die. 

20 He that feared the word of the 
Lord among the servants of Pharaoh 
made his servants and his cattle flee 
into the houses; 

21 And he that regarded not the 
word of the Lord left his servants 
and his cattle in the field. 

22 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch forth thine hand toward hea¬ 
ven, that there may be hail in all the 
land of Egypt, upon man, and upon 
beast, and upon every herb of the 
field, throughout the land of Egypt. 

23 And Moses stretched forth his 
rod toward heaven; and the Lord 
sent thunder and hail, and the fire 
ran along upon the ground ; and the 
Lord rained hail upon tho land of 
Egypt. 

24 So there was hail, and fire min¬ 
gled with the hail, very grievous, 
euch as there was none like it in all 
the land of Egypt einoo it became a 
nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout 
all the land of Egypt all that was in 
the field, hoth man and beast; and 
the hail smote every herb of the field, 


and brake every tree of the field. 

26 Only in the land of Goshen, 
where the children of Israel were, 
was there no hail. 

27 And Pharaoh Bent and called for 
Moses and Aaron, and said unto them, 

I have sinned this time; the Lord is 
righteous, and I and my people are 
wicked. 

28 Entreat the Lord (for it is enoagh) 
that there be no more mighty thun- 
dcrings and hail; and I will let you 
go, and ye shall stay no longer. 

29 And Mosea said unto him, As 
soon ns I am gone out of the city, I 
will spread abroad my hands unto 
the Lord; and the thunder shall 
cease, neither shall there be any 
more hail: that thou mayest know 
how that the earth is the Lord's. 

30 But as for thee and thy servant#, 
T know that ye will not yet fear the 
Lord God. 

31 And the flax nnd the barley was 
smitten ; for the barley was in the 
car, and the flax was boiled. 

32 But the wheat and the rye were 
not smitten ; for they were not grown 
up. 

33 And Moses went out of the city 
from Pharaoh, and spread abroad his 
hands unto the Lord ; and the thun¬ 
ders and hail ceased, and the rain 
was not poured upon the earth. 

34 And when Pharaoh saw that 
the rain and the hail and the thun¬ 
ders were ceased, he sinned yet more, 
and hardened his heart, he and his 
servants. 

35 And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, neither would he let the 
children of Israel go; as the Lord 
had spoken by Mose9. 

CHAPTER X. 

The plagutt of the Incusts , and of darkness. 
ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go in unto Pharaoh: for ho hath 
hardened his heart, and the hearts 
of his servants, therefore I will show 
these my signs before him; 

2 And that thou mayest tell in the 
ears of thy son, and of thy son'i 
son, what things I have wrought in 
Egypt, and my signs which I have 
done among them ; that ye may know 
how that I am the Lord. 

3 And Moses aDd Aaron came in 
unto Pharaoh, and said onto him, 
Thus saith the Lord God of tho 
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Hebrews, How long wilt thou refuse 
to humble thysolf boforo me? let 
my people go, that they may serve 
me. 

4 Else, if thou refuse to let my 
people go, behold, to-morrow will I 
oritig the locusts into thy const; 

5 And they shall cover the face of 
tho earth, that one cannot ho able 
to sec tho earth ; and they shall eat 
the residue of that which is escaped, 
whieh reinainctli unto you from the 
hail, and 9hnll cat every tree whieh 
growelh for you out of the field ; 

6 And they shall fill thy housea, 
and tho houses of all thy servants, 
and the houses of nil the Egyptians; 
which neither thy fathers, nor thy 
fathers' fathers have seen, since the 
day thnt they were upon the earth 
unto this day. And he turned him¬ 
self and went out from Pharaoh. 

7 And Pharaoh’n servants said unto 
him, How long shall this man ho a 
9nare unto us ? let the men go, that 
they may serve tho Lord their God ; 
knowest thou not yet that Egypt is 
destroyed 7 

8 And Mosos and Aaron were 
hrought again unto Pharaoh; and 
he said unto them, Go, serve the 
Lord your God; but who are they 
that shall go ? 

9 And MoBea Baid, We will go with 
our young and with our old, with 
our sons and with our daughters, 
with our flocks and with our herds 
will we go; for we must hold a feast 
unto the Lord. 

10 And he said unto thorn, Let tho 
Lord be so with you, as I will let you 
go, and your little ones; look to it; 
for evil is before yon. 

11 Not so; go now ye that are men, 
and serve tho Lord ; for that ye did 
desire. And they were driven out 
from Pharaoh’s presence. 

12 And tho Lord said unto Mobcb, 
Stretch out thine hand over the land 
of Egypt for the locusts, that they 
may como up upon I he land of Egypt, 
and cat every norb of the land, even 
all that the hail hath left. 

1? And Moses stretched forth his 
rod over tho land of Egypt, and tho 
Lord brought an east wind upon tho 
land all that day, and all that night; 
and when it was morning, the east 
wind brought the loonsts. 


14 And the locusts went up over all 
tho land of Egypt, and rested in all 
tho coasts of Egypt? very grievous 
were they; hefore them there were 
no such locusts as they, neither after 
them shall he such. 

15 For they covered tho face of the 
wholo earth, so that the land was 
darkened; and they did eat every 
herb of the land, and all the fruit of 
the trees which the hail had left; 
and there remained not any green 
thing in tho trees, or in the herhs of 
the field, through nil the land of 
Egypt. 

16 Then Pharaoh called for Moses 
and Aaron in haste; and he said, 
I have sinned against the Lord your 
God, and against you. 

17 Now therefore forgive, I pray 
thee, my sin only this once, and en¬ 
treat tho Lord your God, that he may 
take away from me this death only. 

18 And ho went out from Pharaoh, 
and entreated the Lord. 

19 And the Lord turned a mighty 
strong west wind, which took away 
the locusts, and cast them into the 
Red sea; there remained not one 
locust in all the coasts of Egypt. 

20 But Pharaoh hardened his heart, 
so that he would not let the children 
of Israel go. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Strotch out thine hand toward hea¬ 
ven, that there may be darkness over 
tho land of Egypt, even darkness 
which may be felt. 

22 And Moses stretched forth his 
haDd toward heaven; and there was 
a thick darknoss in all the land of 
Egypt three days; 

23 They saw not one another, nei¬ 
ther rose any from his place for three 
days; but all the children of Israel 
had light in their dwellings. 

21 And Pharaoh called unto Moses, 
and said, Go ye, serve the Lord; 
only let your Hooks and your herds 
he stayed; let your little ones also go 
with you. 

25 And Moses said, Thou muBt give 
ns also saorifioeB and burnt offerings, 
that we may saorifloe UDto the Lord 
our God. 

26 Our oattle also shall go with ns; 
there shall not a hoof be left behind; 
for thereof must we take to serve the 
Lord our God; and we know not 
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with what we muat serve the Lord, 
until we come Lhither. 

27 Bui Pharaoh hardened his heart, 
aud he would not lot them go. 

28 And Pharaoh said unto him. 
Get thee from me, lake heed to thy¬ 
self, Bee my face no more; for in that 
day thou scest my faco thou shalt die. 

29 And Moses said, Thou hast 
spoken well, 1 will see thy face again 
no moro. 


9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh will not hearken unto you; 
therefore my wonders shall be mul¬ 
tiplied in the land of Egypt. 

10 And Moses and Aaron did all 
those wonders beforo Pharaoh, and 
they went out from Pharaoh, and he 
was in great anger. And Pharaoh 
hardened his heart, so that he would 
not let the children of Israel go out 
of his land. 


CHAPTER XI. 

The Israelites borrow jewels — Moses threaten- 
eth r/taraoh with the death of the Jirsb 
bom. 

A ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Yet will I bring one plague inure 
upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; af¬ 
terwards he will let you go hence; 
when he shall let you go, he shall 
surely thrust you out hence alto¬ 
gether. 

2 Speak now in the ears of the 
people, and let every man borrow of 
nis neighbour, and every woman of 
her neighbour, jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold. 

3 And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians. 
Moreover, the man Moses was very 
great in the land of Egypt, in the 
eight of Pharaoh's servants, and in 
the sight of the people. 

4 And Moses said, Thus saith the 
Lord, About midnight will I go out 
into the midst of Egypt; 

5 And all the first-born in the land 
of Egypt shall die, from the first¬ 
born of Pharaoh that sitteth upon 
his throne, even unto the first-boru 
of the maid-servant that is behind 
the mill; and all the first-born of 
beasts. 

6 And there shall be a great cry 
throughout all the land of Egypt, 
such as thoro was none like it, nor 
shall be like it any more. 

7 But against any of the children 
of Israel shall not a dog movo his 
tongue, against man or beast; that 
ye may know how that the Lord doth 
put a difference between the Egyp¬ 
tians and Israel. 

8 And all these the servants of Pha¬ 
raoh shall oome down uuto me, and 
bow themselves down unto mo, say¬ 
ing, Get thee out, and all the poople 
that follow thee; and aAer that I 
will go out. 


CHAPTER XII. 

The beginning of the year changed—The 
passwer instituted—The first-bom slain — 
The Israelites driven out. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in the land of Egypt, 
saying, 

2 This month shall be unto you the 
beginning of months : it shall be the 
first month of the year to you. 

3 Speak ye unto all the congregation 
of Israel, saying. In the tenth day of 
this month they shall take to them 
every man a lamb, according to the 
house of their fathers, a lamb for a 
house; 

4 And if the household be too little 
for the lamb, let him and his neigh 
hour next unto his house take it 
according to the number of the souls; 
every man according to his eating 
shall make your count for the lamb. 

5 Your lamb shall be without ble¬ 
mish, a male of the first year; ye 
Bhall take it out from the sheep, or 
from the goats; 

6 And ye shall keep it up until the 
fourteenth day of the same month; 
and the whole assembly of the con¬ 
gregation of Israel shall kill it Id the 
evening. 

7 And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike it on the two side posts and 
on the upper door post of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it. 

8 And they shall eat the flesh in 
that night, roast with fire, and un¬ 
leavened bread ; and with bitter herbs 
they shall eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at 
all with water, but roast with Are; 
his head with his legs, and with the 
purtenance thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it 
remain until the morning; and that 
whioh remaineth of it until the morn¬ 
ing ye shall burn with fire. 

11 And thus shall ye eat It; with 
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jour loins girded, your shoeB on your 
feet, and your staff in your hand; 
and ye shall eat it in haste; it is the 
Lord’s passover. 

12 For I will pass through the land 
of Egypt this night, and will smite 
all the first-born in the land of Egypt, 
both man and beast; and against all 
the gods of Egypt I will execute 
judgment; I am the Lord. 

13 And the blood shall be to you for 
a token upon the houses where ye 
are; and when I see the blood, I will 
pasB over you, and the plague shall 
not be upon you to destroy you, when 
I smite the lanl of Egypt. 

14 And this day Bhall be unto you 
for a memorial; and ye Bhall keep it 
a feast to tho Lord throughout your 
generations; ye shall keep it a feast 
by an ordinance for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unlea¬ 
vened bread; even the first day ye 
shall put away leaven out of your 
houses; for whosoever eateth leavened 
bread from the firBt day until the 
seventh day, that bouI shall be cutoff 
from Israel. 

10 And in the first day there shall 
be a holy convocation, and in the 
seventh day there shall be a holy 
convocation to you; no manner of 
work shall be done in them, Bave that 
which overy man must eat, that only 
may be done of you. 

17 And yo shall observe the feast of 
unleavened broad ; for in this self¬ 
same day have I hrought your armios 
out of the land of Egypt; therefore 
shall ye observe this day in your 
generations by an ordinance for ever. 

18 In the first month, on the four¬ 
teenth day of tho month at oven, ye 
shall eat unleavened bread, until the 
one and twentieth day of the month 
at even. 

19 Seven days shall there be no 
leaven found in your houses; for 
whosoever eateth that whioh is lea¬ 
vened, even that soul shall be out off 
from the oongregation of Israol, 
whether he be a Biranger, or born in 
the land. 

20 Te shall oat nothing leavened; 
In all your habitations shall ye eat 
unleavened bread. 

21 Then Moses oalled for all the 
elders of Israel, and said onto them, 
Draw out and take you a lamb 


aooording to your families, and kill 
the passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssop, and dip it in the blood that 
is in the basin, and strike the lintel 
and the two side poets with the blood 
that is in the basin ; and none of yon 
shall go out at the door of his house 
until the morning. 

23 For the Lord will pass through 
to smite the Egyptians; and when 
he seeth the blood upon the lintel, 
and on the two side posts, the Lord 
will pass over the door, and will not 
suffer the destroyer to come in unto 
your houses to smite yon. 

24 And ye shall ohserve this thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to thy 
sons for ever. 

25 And it shall come to pasB, when 
ye be come to the land whioh the 
Lord will give you, ocoording as ha 
hath promised, that ye shall heap 
this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 
your children shall say unto you, 
What mean ye by this service? 

27 That ye shall say, It is the 
sacrifice of the Lord's passover, who 
passed over the houses of the children 
of Israel in Egypt, when he smote 
the Egyptians, and delivered our 
houses, And the people bowed the 
head and worshipped. 

28 And the children of Israel we n t 
away, and did as the Lord had com¬ 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did 
they. 

29 And it came to paBB, that et 
midnight the Lord smote all the firet- 
born in the land of Egypt, from the 
first-born of Pharaoh that sat on his 
throne unto the first-born of the 
captive that was in the dungeon ; and 
all the first-born of cattle. 

30 And Pharaoh rose np in the 
night, he, and all his servants, and 
all the Egyptians; and there was a 
great cry in Egypt; for there was not 
a house where tbore was not one dead. 

31 And he oalled for Moses and 
Aaron by night, and said, Rise up, 
and get you forth from among my 

eople, both ye and the children of 

sraol; and go, serve the Lord, os ye 
have said. 

32 Also take yonr fiooks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone; 
and bless me also. 
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93 And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might send 
them out of the land in haste; for 
they said, We have found our first- 
horn all dead ; thereforo get ye out 
of the land lest we die also. 

34 And the peoplo took their dough 
before it was leavened, their knead- 
ing-troughs heing bound up in their 
olothee upoD their shoulders. 

35 And the children of Israel did 
according to the word of Moses; and 
they borrowed of the Egyptians 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment; 

36 And the Lord gavo the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians, 
so that they lent unto them such 
things as they required; and they 
spoiled the Egyptians. 

37 And the children of Israel 
journeyed from Ramesce to Snccoth, 
ahout six hundred thousand men on 
foot, beside women and children. 

3S And a mixed multitude went up 
also with them; and flocks, and 
herds, even very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they 
brought forth out of Egypt, for it was 
not leavened; because they were 
thrnst out of Egypt, and could not 
tarry, neither had they prepared for 
themselves any victuals. 

40 Now the sojourning of the 
children of Israel, whodwelt in Egypt, 
was four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end 
of the four hundred and thirty years, 
even tho self-same day it came to pass, 
that all the hosts of the Lord went 
rut from the land of Egypt. 

42 It is a night to be much observed 
unto the Lord for hringing them out 
from the land of Egypt; this is that 
night of the Lord to oe observed of 
all the children of Israel in their 
generations. 

43 And the Lord said unto Moses 
and Aaron, This is the ordinance of 
the passover; There shall no stranger 
eat thereof; 

44 But every man’s servant that is 
hought for money, when thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat 
thereof. 

46 A foreigner and a hired sorvant 
•hall not eat theroof. 

46 In one house shall it be eaten; 


thou shalt not carry forth aught of 
the flesh abroad out of the house ; 
neither shall ye break a bone thereof. 

47 All the congregation of Israel 
shall keep it. 

48 And when a stranger shall so¬ 
journ with thee, and will keep the 
paseover to the Lord, let all his 
males he circumcised, and then let 
him come near and keep it; and he 
shall be as one that is born in the 
land; for no uncircumcised person 
shall cat thereof. 

49 One law shall be to him that is 
homeborn, and unto the stranger that 
sojourncth among you. 

50 Thus did all the children of Is¬ 
rael; as the Lord commanded Moses 
and Aaron, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the self-same 
day, that the Lord did hring the chil¬ 
dren of Israel out of the land of 
Egypt by their armies. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The Jvrstrbom tanetijied — Eassoeer com¬ 
manded^- The Jiigfd out of Egypt — The 
cloud, and a pillar of fire, 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Sanctify untome all the first-born, 
whatsoever openeth the womb among 
the children of Israel, both of man 
and of beast; it is mine. 

3 And Moses said unto the people, 
Remember this day. in which ye 
came out from Egypt, out of the 
house of bondnge; for by strength 
of hand the Lord lirmi^ht you out 
from this place: there .-hall no lea¬ 
vened bread be eaten.

7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten 
sevcD days; and there shall no lea¬ 
vened bread be seen with thee, neither 
shall there be leaven seen with thee 
in all thy quarters. 

8 And thou shalt show thy sou la 
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that day, saying, This is done because 
of that which the Lord did unto me 
when I eamo forth out of Egypt. 

9 And it shall be for a sign unto 
thee upon thine hund, and for a me¬ 
morial botwoen thine eyes, that the 
Lord's law may be in thy mouth; 
for with a strong hand hath the Lord 
brought thou out of Egypt. 

10 Thou shall therefore keep this 
ordinance in his season from year 
to year. 

11 And it shall be whon the Lord 
■boll bring thee into the land of the 
CunaanileB, as ho swaro unto thee 
and thy fathers, and shall give it 
thee, 

12 That thou Bhalt set apart unto 
the Lord all that openeth the matrix, 
and every firstling that oorneth of a 
boast which thou hast; the male shall 
be the I.ord's. 

13 And every firstling of an ass 
lliou shalt redeem with a lamb ; and 
if tliou wilt not rodeem it, then thou 
shall break hie neck; and all the 
first-born of man among thy childron 
shalt thou redeem. 

11 And it shall be whon thy son 
asketh Lhco in tine to como, saying, 
What is this? that thou shalt say 
into him, By strength of hand the 
Lord brought us out from Egypt, 
from tbo house of bondage; 

15 And it came to pass, whon Pha¬ 
raoh would hardly let us go, that the 
Lord slow all the first-born in the 
laud of Egypt, both the first-born of 
man, and tne first-born of beast; 
therefore I sacrifice to the Lord all 
that oponolh the matrix, being males; 
but all the first-born of my children 
I redeem. 

10 And it shall he for a token upon 
thiue hand, and for frontlets between 
tbine eyes; for by strength of hand 
! he Lord brought us forth out of Egypt. 

17 And it onine to pass, whon Pha¬ 
raoh had let the people go, that Ood 
lod them not through the way of tho 
land of the Philistines, although that 
was near; for (Jod said, Lest perud- 
venturo tho pooplo repent when they 
■oo war, and they return to Egypt ; 

18 But God led I he people about, 
through the way of tho wildornoss of 
the Bed sea; and the ohildron of Is¬ 
rael went up hamossed out of the 
land of Egypt. 


19 And Moses took the bones of 
Joseph with him; for he had straitly 
sworn the ohildren of Israel, saying, 
Ood will surely visit you; and ye 
-ball carry up my bones away henoe 
with you. 

20 And they took their journey from 
Succoth, and encamped in Etham, in 
the edgo of the wilderness. 

21 And the Lord went before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
them the way; and by night in a 
pillar of fire, to give them light; to 
go by day and night. 

22 He took not away the pillar of 
the cloud by day, nor the pillar of 
fire by night, from before the people.

6 And Moses and Aaron said unto 
all the children of Israol, At oven, 
then ye shall know that tho Lord 
hath brought you out from tho land 
of Egypt; 

7 And in the morning, then ye 
shall sco tho glory of tho Lord ; for 
that he hearetb your murmurings 
against the Lord; and what are wo, 
that ye murmur against us ? 

8 And Moses said, This shall be, 
when the Lord shall givo you in 
the evening flush to cat, and in tho 
morning bread to the full; for that 
the Lord hcarcth your murmurings 
which ye murmur against him ; and 
wbat are we 7 your murmurings are 
not against us, but against the Lord. 

Q And Moses spako unto Aaron, 
Bay unto all the oongrogation of the 
ohildren of Israel, Come near before 
the Lord; for he hath heard your 
murmurings 


10 And it came to pass, as Aaron 
spake unto the whole congregation 
of the children of Israel, that they 
looked toward the wilderness, and, 
behold, the glory of the Lord ap¬ 
peared in the cloud. 

11 And the Lord spake onto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

12 I have heard the murmurings 
of the children of Israel; speak unto 
them, saying, At even yo shall eat 
flesh, and in the morning ye shall be 
filled with hread; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord your God. 

13 And it came to pass, that at 
even the quails came up, and cover¬ 
ed the camp; and in the morning 
the dew lay round about the host. 

14 And when tho dew that lay waB 
gone up, behold, upon the face of the 
wilderness there lay a small round 
thing, as small as the hoar frost on 
the ground. 

15 And when the children of Israel 
saw it, they said one to another, It 
is manna; for they wist not what it 
was. And Moses said unto them, 
This is the bread which the Lord 
hath given you to eat. 

16 This is the thing which the 
Lord hath commanded, Gather of 
it every man according to his eating, 
an omer for every man, according to 
the number of your persons; take ye 
every man for them which are in hie 
tents. 

17 And the children of Israel did so, 
and gathered, some more, some less. 

IS And when they did mote it with 
an omer, he that gathered much had 
nothing over, and ho that gathered 
littlo had no lack; they gathered 
every man according to his eating. 

19 And Moses said, Let no man 
leave of it till the morning. 

20 Notwithstanding they heamen- 
od not unto Moses; but some of them 
loft of it until the morning, and it 
bred worms, and stank; and Moses 
was wroth with them. 

21 And thoy gathered it every 
morning, every man according to his 
eating ; and when the sun waxed hot, 
it melted. 

22 And it camo to pass, that on the 
sixth day thoy gathered twice as 
much bread, two omera for one man; 
and all the rulers of the congregation 
camo and told Moses. 
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23 And ho said unto them, This is 
that which the Lord hath said, To¬ 
morrow is the rest oT the holy sabbath 
onto the Lord; bake that which yo 
will hake lo-day, and scctho that ye 
will seethe; and that which remain- 
dh over lay up Tor you to bo kept 
until the morning. 

24 And they laid it up till the 
morning, ns Moses bade; and it did 
not stink, neither was there any 
worm therein. 

25 And Moses said, Eat that to¬ 
day ; fyr to-day is a sabbath unto 
the Lord; to-day yo shall not find it 
in the field. 

26 Six days yo shall gather it; but 
on the seventh day, which is the sab¬ 
bath, in it there shall be none. 

27 And it came to pass, that there 
went out some of the people on the 
seventh day for to gather, and they 
found none. 

28 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
llow long refuse yo to keep my com¬ 
mandments and my laws? 

29 Sec, for that the Lord hath 
given you the sabbath, thcreforo he 
giveth you on tho sixth day the bread 
of two days; abide ye every man-in 
his place, lot no man go out of his 
place on the seventh day. 

30 So the peoplo rested on the se¬ 
venth day. 

31 And tho house of Israel called 
the narao thereof Manna ; and it was 
like coriandor seed, white; and the 
taste of it was like wafers made with 
honey. 

32 And Moses said, This is the 
thing which tho Lord comuiandeth, 
Fill an orucr of it to be kept for your 
generations; that they may see the 
bread wherewith I bavo fed you in 
the wilderness, wheu I brought you 
forth from the land of Egypt. 

33 And Mosos said unto Aaron, 
Take a pot, and put an oilier full of 
manna therein, and lay it up before 
the Lord, to be kept for your gene¬ 
rations. 

34 As the Lord commanded Moscb, 
bo Aaron laid it up boforo the Testi¬ 
mony, to bo kept. 

35 And the children of Israol did 
eat inunnn forty years, until thoy 
oamo to a land inhabited ; they did 
eat manna, until they oninc uuto the 
borders of the land of Canaan. 


36 Now an omer is the tenth part 
of an ephah. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Water at the rock in llorcb—Holding up of 
Mosrs' hands—Mosfj buildrlh an altar. 
N T D all the congregation of the 
children of Israel journeyed 
| from tho wilderness of Sin, after their 
journeys, according to the command¬ 
ment of the Lord, and pitched in 
Rcphidim ; aud there was no water 
for the people to drink. 

2 'Wherefore the people did chide 
with Moses, and said, Give us water 
that we may drink. And Moses said 
unto them, Why chide ye with me? 
wherefore do yo tempt the Lord ? 

3 And tho people tnirsted there for 
water; and the people murmured 
against Moses, ana said, Wherefore 
is this that thou hast brought us up 
out of Egypt, to kill us and our chil¬ 
dren and our cattle with thirst ? 

4 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying, What shall I do unto this 
peoplo ? they be almost ready to 
stone me. 

5 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go on before the people, and take 
with thee of the ciders of Israel; and 
thy rod, wherewith thou Bmotest the 
river, take in thine hand, and go. 

6 Bohold, I will stand before thee 
thore upon tho rock in Horeb; and 
thou Bhalt smito the rock, aDd there 
shall come water out of it, that the 
people may drink. And Moses did 
bo in the sight of the elders of Israel. 

7 And ho called the name of the 
place Maspah, and Merihah, because 
of the chiding of tho children of Is¬ 
rael, and because they tempted the 
Lord, saying, Is the Lord amoDg ns, 
or not ? 

8 Thon came Amalek, and fought 
with Israel in Rephidim. 

0 And Moses said unto Joshua, 
Choose us out men, and go out, fight 
with Arnalok ; to-morrow I will stand 
on tho top of tho hill with the rod of 
Qod in mine hand. 

10 So Joshua did as Moses had said 
to him, and fought with Amalek ; and 
Moses, Aaron, and Ilur went np to 
the top of the hill. 

11 And it oamo to pasB, when Mo¬ 
ses hold up his hand, that Israel pre¬ 
vailed ; and whon he let down his 
hand, Amalek prevailed 
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12 But Moses'hands were heavy j 
and they took a stone, and put it 
under him, and he sat thereon ; and 
Aaron and Hur stayed up his hands, 
the one on the odo side, and the other 
on the other side ; and his hands were 
steady until the going down of the 
snn. 

13 And Joshua discomfited Ama- 
lek and his people with the edge of 
the sword. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write this for a memorial in a book, 
and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua; 
for I will utterly put out the remem¬ 
brance of Amalek from under heaven. 

15 And Moses built an altar, and 
called the name of it Jebovah-nissi; 

16 For he said, Becnuso the Lord 
hath sworn that the Lord will have 
war with Amalek from generation to 
generation. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Jethro comeih to Moses — His counsel is ac¬ 
cepted. 

I1EN Jethro, the high priest of 
Midian, Moses’ father-in-law, 
heard of all that God had done for 
Moses, and for Israel his people, and 
that the Lord had brought Israel out 
of Egypt; 

2 Then Jethro, Moses’ father-in-law, 
took Zipporah, Moses’ wife, after he 
had sent her back, 

3 And her two sons; of which the 
name of the one was Gershom; for 
he said, I have been an alien in a 
strange land ; 

4 And the name of the other was 
Eliezer ; for the Qod of my faLher, 
said he, was mine help, aod delivered 
m6 from the sword of Pharaoh ; 

5 And Jethro, Moses’fathcr-in-law, 
came with his sons and his wife unto 
Moses into tho wilderness, where he 
enoamped at the mount of God ; 

6 And he said unto Moses, I thy 
father-in-law Jethro am come unto 
thee, and thy wife, and her two sons 
with her. 

7 And Moses went out to meet his 
father-in-law, and did obeisance, and 
kissed him; and they asked each other 
of their welfare ; and they came into 
the tent. 

8 And Moses told his father-in-law 
all that the Lord had done unto Pha¬ 
raoh and to the Egyptians for Israol’s 
soke, and all tbe travail that had oome 


upon them by the way, am. how the 
Lord delivered them. 

9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the 
goodness which the Lord had done to 
Israel, whom he had delivered out of 
tho hand of the Egyptians. 

10 And Jethro said, Blessed be the 
Lord, who hath delivered you out of 
the hand of the Egyptians, and out 
of the hand of Pharaoh, who hkth 
delivered the people from under the 
hand of Lhe Egyptians. 

11 Now I know that the Lord is 
greater than all gods; for in the thing 
wherein they dealt proudly "he was 
above them. 

12 And Jethro, Moses' father-in- 
law, took a burnt offering and sacri¬ 
fices for God; and Aaron came, and 
all the elders of Israel, to eat bread 
with Moses'father-in-law before God. 

13 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that Moses sat to judge the peo¬ 
ple ; and the people stood by Moses 
from the morning unto the evening. 

14 And when Moses’ fathcr-in-law 
saw all that he did to the people, he 
soid, What is this thing that thou 
docst to the people ? Why sittest thou 
thyself alone, and all the people stand 
by thee from morning unto even? 

15 And Moses said unto his father- 
in-law, Because the people cr me unto 
me to inquire of God; 

16 When they have a matter, they 
come unto me; and I judge between 
one KDd another, and I do make them 
know the statutes of God, and hie 
laws. 

17 And Moses’ father-in-law said 
unto him, The thing that thou doest 
is not good. 

18 Thou wilt surely wear away, both 
thou, and this people that is with 
Lhee; for this thing is too heavy for 
thee; thou art not able to perform it 
thyself alone. 

19 Hearken now unto my voice, 1 
will give thee counsel, and God shall 
bo with thee; Be thou for the people 
to God-ward, that thou mayest bring 
the causes unto God; 

20 And thou Bho.lt teach them ordi¬ 
nances and laws, and shalt show them 
the way wherein they must walk, and 
the work that they must do. 

21 Moreover thou shalt provide ou T 
of all the people able men, such as 
fear God, men of truth, hating covet- 
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ousness; and place such over thorn, 
to l>e rulers of thousands, and rulers 
of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and 
rulers of tons; 

22 And let them judge the people 
at all seasons; and it shall be, that 
»*vcry great matter they shall bring 
unto thee, but every small matter 
they shall judge ; so shall it be easier 
for thyself, and they shall bear the 
burden with thee. 

23 If thou shalt do this thing, and 
God command thoc so, then thou 
shall be able to endure, and all this 
pooplo shall also go to their place in 
peace. 

21 So Moses hearkened to the voice 
of his father-in-law, and did all that 
he had said. 

25 And Moses chose able men out 
of all Israel, and made them heads 
over the people, rulers of thousands, 
rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, 
and rulers of tens. 

26 And they judged the people at 
all seasons; the hard causes they 
brought unto MoaeB, but every small 
matter they judged themselves. 

27 And Moeoe lot his father-in-law 
depart; and he went his way into his 
own land. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

OotTi dealings with the people at Sinai. 

N the third month, when tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel were gone forth out 
of the land of Egypt, the same day 
came they into the wilderness of 
Sinai. 

2 For they wore doparted from 
Rephidim, and were come to the 
desert of Sinai, and had pitched in 
the wilderness; and there Israel 
camped before the mount. 

3 And Moses went up unto God, 
and tho Lord oallcd unto him out of 
tho mountain, saying, Thus shalt 
thou say to tho house of Jacob, and 
toll the children of Israel; 

4 Ye have seen what I did unto 
the Egyptians, and how I bare you 
on eagles’ wings, and brought you 
unto myself. 

5 Now therefore, if ye will obey 
my voice indoed, and keep my cove¬ 
nant, thon ye shall be a peculiar 
treasuro unto me abovo all pooplo; 
for all the earth is mine; 

fi And ye shall be unto me a king¬ 
dom of priosts, and a holy nation. 


These are the words which thou shalt 
speak unto tho children of Israel. 

7 And Moses came and called for 
the ciders of the people, and laid 
before their fnces all these words 
which the Lord commanded him. 

8 And all the people answered to¬ 
gether, and said, All that the Lord 
hath spoken we will do. And Mosel 
returned the words of the people 
unto tho Lord. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Lo, I come unto thee in a thiok cloud, 
that the people may hear when I 
speak with thee, and believe thee for 
ever. And Moses told the words of 
the people unto tho Lord. 

10 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go unto the people, and sanctify 
them to-day and to-morrow, and let 
them wash their clothes, 

11 And be ready against the third 
day; for the third day the Lord will 
come down in the sight of all the 
people upon mount Sinai. 

12 And thou shalt sot bounds unto 
tho pooplo round about, Haying, Take 
heed to yourselves, that ye go not op 
into the mount, or touch the border 
of it; whosoever touoheth the mount 
shall be surely put to death; 

13 There Bhall not a hand touch it, 
but ho shall surely be stoned, or shot 
through; whether it bo beast or man, 
it shall not live; when the trumpet 
soundeth long, they shall come up to 
the mount. 

14 And Moses went down from tne 
mount unto the people, and sanotified 
tho people; and they washed their 
clothes. 

15 And he said unto the people, Be 
ready against the third day; oome 
not at your wives. 

16 And it came to pass on the third 
day in the morning, that there were 
thunders and lightnings, and a thiok 
oloud upon tho mount, and tho voioe 
of the trumpet exceeding loud; so 
that all the people that was in the 
oamp trembled. 

17 And Mo9ee brought forth the 
people out of tho camp to meet with 
God; and they stood at the nether 
part of tho mount. 

18 And mount Sinai was altogether 
on a smoke, beoause the Lord de- 
soonded upon it in fire; and the 
smoke thereof aseendod as the smoke 
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of a furnace, and Ihe whole mount 
quaked greatly. 

19 And when the voice of the 
trumpet sounded long, and waxed 
louder and louder, Moses spake, and 
God answered him by a voice. 

20 And the Lord came down upon 
mount Sinai, on the top of the 
mount: and the Lord called Moses 
up to the top of the mount; and 
Moses went up. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go down, charge the people, lest they 
break through unto the Lord to gaze, 
and many of them perish. 

22 And let the priests also, which 
come near to the Lord, sanctify them¬ 
selves, lost Ihe Lord break forth upon 
them. 

23 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
The people cannot come up to mount 
Sinai; for Lhou chargcdst us, saying. 
Set bounds about the mount, and 
sanctify it. 

24 And the Lord said unto bim, 
Away, get thee down, and thou shalt 
come up, thou, and Aaron with thee; 
but let not the priests and the people 
break through to come up unto the 
Lord, lest he break forth upon 
them. 

25 So Moses wont down unto tbe 
people, and spake unto them. 

CHAPTER XX. 

The ten ctrmnumdmenis. 

A ND God spake all those words, 
saying, 

2 I am the Lord thy God, which 
have brought thco out of the land of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 

3 Thou shall have no other gods 
before me. 

4 Thou shalt aot make unto tbco 
any graven image, or any likeness of 
any thing that is iu heaven above, or 
that is in the earth beneath, or that 
is in the water under tbe earth; 

5 Thou shall not bow down thyself 
to them, nor serve them; for 1 the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the ohildren unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate 
me; 

6 And showing mercy ante thou¬ 
sands of them that love mo, aud keep 
my commandments. 

7 Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain; for the 


Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain. 

8 Remember the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy. 

9 Six days shalt thou labour, and 
do all thy work; 

10 But the seventh day is the sab¬ 
bath of the Lord thy God; in it thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, thy man ser¬ 
vant, nor thy maid servant, nor thy 
cattle, nor thy stranger that is within 
Lhy gates; 

11 For in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and rested the 
seventh day; wherefore the Lord 
blessed the sahbath day, and hal¬ 
lowed it. 

12 Honour thy father and thy mo¬ 
ther ; that thy days may be long 
upon the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth theo. 

13 Thou shalt not kill. 

14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

15 Thou shalt not steal. 

16 Thou shalt not bear false wit¬ 
ness against thy neighbour. 

17 Thou shalt not covet thy neigh¬ 
bour's house, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour's wife, nor his man ser¬ 
vant, nor his maid servant, nor his 
ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is 
thy neighbour's. 

18 And all the people saw the thun- 
derings, aud the lightnings, and the 
noise of the trumpet, and the moun¬ 
tain smoking; and when the people 
saw it, they removed, and stood afar 
off. 

19 And they said unto Mobos, Speak 
thou with us, and we will hear; but 
let not God speak with us, lest we 
die. 

20 And Moses said unto the people. 
Fear not; for God is come to prove 
you, end that his fear may be before 
your faces, that ye 6in not. 

21 And the people stood afar off, 
and Moses drew near nuto the thiok 
darkness where God was. 

22 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Thus thou shalt say unto the ohildren 
of Israel, Ye have soen -that I have 
talked with you from heaven. 

23 Ye shall uot moke unto you gods 
of silver, neither shall ye make unto 
you gods of gold. 

24 An altar of earth thou shalt 
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make unto me, and shall sacrifice 
thercou thy burnt offerings, and thy 
peace offerings, thy sheep, and thino 
oxen; in all places where I record 
my name I will come unto thee, and 
I will bless thco. 

25 And if Ihou will make mo an 
altar of stone, thou shalt not build it 
of hewn sloue; for if thou lift up 
thy tool upon it, thou hast polluted 
it. 

26 Neither shult thou go up by 
Bteps unto mine altar, lhat thy naked¬ 
ness bo not discovered thereon. ' 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Sututry lawt. 

0\V these arc the judgments 
which thou shalt sot beforo 

(Ucru. 

2 If thou buy a Hebrew servant, sis 
yoarB he shall serve; and in the 
seventh ho shall go out free for 
nothing. 

3 If ho came in by himself, he shall 
go out by himself; if he were married, 
then his wife shall go out with him. 

A If his master have given him a 
wifo, and she have borne him boob or 
daughters; the wife and her children 
shall bo her mastor’s, and he shall go 
out by himself, 

5 And if the servant shall plainly 
say, I love my mastor, my wife, and 
my children ; I will not go out free; 

G Then his master shall bring him 
unto the judges; he shall also bring 
him to his door, or unto the door 
post; and hia master shall bore his 
enr through with an awl; and ho 
shall serve him for ever. 

7 And if a man sell his daughter to 
be a maid eervant, who shall not go 
out as tho men servants do. 

8 If ehe please not her master, who 
hath not botrotbed her to himself, 
then shall ho let her ho redoemed ; to 
sol] her unto a strange nation he 
shall have no power, seeing he hath 
to do this dealt deceitfully with her. 

9 And if bo have betrothed her unto 
his son, he shall deal with her after 
the manner of daughters. 

10 If he take him nnothor wifo, hor 
food, her raimont, and her duty of 
marriage, shall he not diminish. 

11 And if ho do not those three 
unco her, thon shall she go out free 
without monoy. 

12 He that umileth a man, so that 


ho die, shall be surely put to death. 

13 And if a man lie not in wait, 
hut God deliver him into his hand 
then I will appoint tbec a place 
whither bo shall flee. 

14 But if a man come presumptu¬ 
ously upon his neighbour, to slay him 
with guile; thou shalt take him from 
mine altar, that ho may die. 

15 And ho that emiteth his father, 
or his mother, shall be surely put to 
death. 

16 And he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth him, or if he be found in his 
hand, he shall surely bo put to death. 

17 And he that curecth his father, 
or his mother, shall surely he put to 
death. 

18 And if men strive together, and 
one smite another with a stone, or 
with his fist, and he die not, bnt 
kcepeth his bed; 

19 If he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that 
smote him be quit; only he shall pay 
for tho loss oT his time, and shall 
cause him to be thoroughly healed. 

20 And if a man Binitc bis servant, 
or his maid, with a rod, and he die 
under his hand; he shall be pnt to 
death. 

21 Notwithstanding, if he continue 
a day or two, and recover, he shall 
not be put to death, for he is his ser¬ 
vant. 

22 If men strive, and hurt a woman 
with child, so that her fruit depart 
from her, and yet no mischief follow; 
he shall be surely punished, according 
as iho woman's husband will lay 
upon him ; and he shall pay as the 
judges determine. 

23 And if any mischief follow, then 
thou shalt give life for life, 

24 Eye for oye, tooth for tooth, 
hand for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wonnd for 
wound, stripo for stripe. 

26 And if a man smite the eye of 
his servant, or the eye of his maid, 
that it perish; he shall let him go 
free for his eye's sake. 

27 And if he smito out his man 
servant's tooth, or his maid servant's 
tooth : he shall lol him go free forhlj 
tooth’s sake. 

26 If an ox gore a man or a woman, 
that they die ; then the ox shall be 
surely stoned, and his flesh shall not 
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be eaten; but the owner of the ox 
shall be quit. 

29 But if the ox wore wont to push 
with his horn in time past, and it 
hath been testified to his owner, and 
he hath not kept him in, but that he 
hath killed a man or a woman; the 
ox shall be stoned, and his owner 
also shall be put to death. 

30 If there be laid on him a sum of 
money, then he shall give for the 
ransom of his life whatsoever is laid 
upon him. 

31 Whether he have gored a son, or 
have gored a daughter, according to 
this judgment shall it be done unto 
him. 

32 If the ox shall push a man ser¬ 
vant or a maid servant; he shall give 
unto their master thirty shekels of 
silver, and the ox shall be stoned. 

33 And if a man shall open a pit, 
or if a man shall dig a pit, and not 
cover it, and an ox or an ass fall 
therein; 

34 The owner of the pit shall make 
it good, and givo money unto the 
owner of them ; and tho dead beast 
shall be his. 

35 And if one man’s ox hurt 
another’s, that he die; then they 
ahull sell the live ox, and divide the 
money of it; and the dead ox also 
they shall divide. 

36 Or if it be known that the ox 
hath used to push in time past, and 
his owner hath not kept him in ; he 
shall surely pay ox for ox; and the 
dead shall be his own. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Sundry laws. 

F a man shall steal an ox, or a 
sheep, and kill it, or sell it; ho 
shall restore five oxen for an ox, anil 
four sheep for a sheep. 

2 If a thief be found breaking up, 
and be smitten that he die, there 
shall no blood bo shod for him. 

3 If the sun be risen upon him, 
there shall be blood shed for him ; for 
he should make full restitution ; if be 
nave nothing, then be shall be sold 
for his theft. 

4 It tho theft be certainly found in 
biB hand alive, whether it be ox, or 
ass, or sheep; ho shall restore double. 

5 If a man shall cause a field or 
vineyard to be eaten, and shall put 
In his beast, and Bhall feed in anotner 


man's field; of the best of his own 
field, and of the best of his own vine¬ 
yard, shall he make restitution. 

6 If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the stacks of com, or 
the standing corn, or the field, be 
consumed therewith ; he that kindled 
the fire shall surely mako restitution. 

7 If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff to keep, 
and it be stolen out of the man's 
house; if the thief be found, let him 
pay double. 

6 If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought 
unto the judges, to see whether he 
have put his hand unto his neigh¬ 
bour’s goods. 

9 For all manner of trespass, whether 
it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, for 
raiment, or for any manner of lost 
thing, which another challengeth to 
be his, the cause of both parties shall 
como before the judges ; and whom 
the judges shall condemn, he shall 
pay double unto his neighbour. 

10 If a man deliver unto his neigh¬ 
bour an ass, or an ox, or a sheep, or 
any beast, to keep; and it die, or be 
hurt, or driven away, no man seeing 
it; 

11 Then shall an oath of the Lord 
be between them both, that he hath 
not pul his hand unto his neighbour’s 
goods; end tho owner of it shall 
accept thereof, and he shall not make 
it good. 

12 And if it be stolen from him, he 
shall make restitution unto the owner 
thereof. 

13 If it be torn in pieces, then let 
him bring it for witness, and he shall 
not make good that which was torn. 

14 And if a man borrow aught 
of his neighbour, and it be hurt, or 
die, the owner thereof being not with 
it, he shall surely make it good. 

15 Hut if the owner thereof be with 
it, he shall not make it good : if it be 
a hired thing, it came for his hire. 

16 And if a man entice a maid 
| that is not betrothed, and lie with her, 

he shall surely endow her to be hia 
wife. 

17 If her father utterly to 

givo her unto him, be shall money 
according to tho dowry of ®vgins. 

18 Thou ehalt not suffer a murderer 
to live. 
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19 Whosoever lieth with a beast 
shall surely bo put to death. 

20 Tie that sucriliccth unto any god, 
save unto the Lord only, bo shall be 
utterly destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt neither vex a bI ranger, 
nor oppress him : for ye wero strangers 
tn the land of Egypt. 

22 Ye shall not afflict any widow, or 
fatherless child. 

23 If thou afflict theui in any wise, 
• Dd they cry at all unto me, I will 
purely hear their cry ; 

24 And iny wrath shall wax hot, 
and I will kill you with the sword; 
and your wives shall bo widows, and 
your children fatherless. 

25 If thou lend money to any of 
my people that is poor by thco, thou 
shalt not bo to him ns a usurer, nei¬ 
ther shalt thou lay upon hiiu usury. 

20 If thou at all take thy neigh¬ 
bour's raiment to pledgo, thou shall 
deliver it unto him by that tho sun 
goolh down ; 

27 For that is his covering only, it 
is his raiment for his skin ; wherein 
shall ho sleep? and it shall come to 

ass, when he cricth unto me, that 

will hear; for I am gracious. 

28 Thou shalt Dot revile against 
God, nor ourse tho ruler of thy peo¬ 
ple. 

29 Thou shall not delay to offer the 
first of thy ripe fruiLs, and of thy 
liquors; the first-born of thy sons 
ehnlL thou give unto me. 

30 Likewise shalt thou do with 
Ihino oxen, and with thy sheep; se¬ 
ven days it shall bo with his dam; 
on tho eighth day thou shalt give it 
me. 

31 And yo shall be holy men unto 
mo; neither shall yo eat any flesh 
that is torn of beasts in the field ; ye 
shall oist it to the dogs. 

CIIAPTKK XXIII. 

S'Andry lawn—An angel promised. 
IIOU shalt not raise a false re¬ 
port; put not thine hand with 
the wicked to bo an uurightooua wit¬ 
ness. 

2 Tbon shalt not follow a multitude 
to do evil; neither shalt thou speak 
in a cause to decline after many to 
wrost judgment; 

3 Neither shalt thou oountenance a 
wicked man in his cause, 

4 II thou meet thine enemy’s ox or 


his ass going astray, thou shalt surely 
bring it back to him again. 

5 If thou see the ass of him that 
hatclh thee lying under his burden, 
and wouldest forhear to help him, 
thou shalt surely help with him. 

0 Thou shalt not wrest the judg¬ 
ment of thy poor in his cause. 

7 Keep thee far from a false mat¬ 
ter; and the innocent and righteous 
slay thou not; for I will not justify 
tho wicked. 

8 And thou shalt take no gift; 
for the gift blindeth the wise, and 
pervorteth the words of the right¬ 
eous. 

.9 Also thou shalt not oppress a 
stranger; for ye know the heart of a 
stranger, seeing ye were strangers in 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And six years thou shalt sow 
thy land, and shalt gather in the 
fruits thereof; 

11 But the seventh year thou shalt 
let it rest and lie still; that the poor 
of thy people may eat; and what 
they leave the beasts of the field 
shall cat. In like manner thou shalt 
deal with thy vineyard, and with thy 
olive-yard. 

12 Six days thou shall do thy work, 
and on the seventh day thou shalt 
rest; that thine ox and thine ass may 
rest, and tho son of thy handmaid, 
and the stranger, may be refreshed. 

13 And in all things that I have 
said unto you be circumspect; and 
make no mention of the name of 
other gods, neither let it be heard 
out of tby mouth. 

14 Three times thou shalt keep a 
feast unto me in the year. 

15 Thou shalt keep the feast of 
unleavened bread ; (thou shalt eat un¬ 
leavened bread soven days, as I com¬ 
manded thee, in the time appointed 
of the month Abib; for in it thou ea¬ 
rnest out from Egypt; and none shall 
appear before mo empty ;) 

10 And the feast of harvest, tbe 
first-fruitB of tby labours, which thou 
hast sown in tho field; and the feaBt 
of ingathering, which is in the end 
of the year, when thou hast gathered 
in thy labours out of the field. 

17 Throe times in the year all thy 
males shall appear hofore the Lord 
God. 

18 Thou shalt not offer the blood 
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of my sacrifice with leavened bread; 
neither shall the fat of my sacrifice 
Temain until the morning. 

19 The first of the first-fruits of thy 
land thou shall bring into the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt 
Dot seethe a kid in biB mother’s 
milk. 

20 Behold, I send ad Angel before 
thee, to keep thee in the way, aDd to 
bring thee into the place which I 
have prepared. 

21 Beware of him, and obey his 
voice, provoke him not; for he will 
not pardon your transgressions; for 
my name is in him. 

22 But if tliou shalt indeed obey 
his voice, and do ell that I speak; 
then I will be an enemy unto thine 
enemies, and an adversary unto thine 
adversaries. 

23 For mine Angel shall go before 
thee, and bring thee in unto the 
Amorites, and the llittilos, and the 
Perizzitcs, and the Canaanites, the 
Hivitcs, and the Jcbusitee; and I 
will cut them off. 

24 Thou shalt not bow down to 
their gods, nor serve them, nor do 
after their works; but thou shall 
utterly overthrow them, and quite 
hreak down their images. 

25 And yo shall serve the Lord 
your God, and he shall bless thy 
bread, and thy water; and I will 
take sickness away from tho midst 
of thee. 

26 There shall nothing cast their 
young, nor be barren, in thy land; 
the number of thy days I will fulfil. 

27 I will send my fear before thee, 
and I will destroy all the pcoplo to 
whom thou shall come; and I will 
make all thine enemies turn their 
backs unto thee. 

28 And I will send hornets before 
thee, which shall drive out tho Ili- 
vite, the Canaanilc, and tho Ilittite, 
from before Ihce. 

29 I will not drive them out from 
before thee in one year; lest the land 
become desolate, and the beast of the 
field multiply against thee. 

30 By little and little I will drivo 
them out from before thee, until thou 
be increased, and inherit the land. 

31 And I will set thy bounds from 
the Red sea even unto the sea of the 
Philistines, and from the desert unto 


the river; for I will deliver the in 
habitants of tho land into your hand; 
and thou shalt drive them out before 
thcc. 

32 Thou shall make no covenant 
with them, nor with their gods. 

33 They shall not dwell in tby land, 
lest they make thee sin against mo; 
for if thou servo their gods, it will 
surely he a snare unto thcc. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

Moses is called up into the mountain, whore 

he ermlinueth forty days and forty nights. 
ND he said unto Moses, Como 
up unto the Lord, thou, and 
Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and seven¬ 
ty of tho elders of Israel; and wor¬ 
ship ye afar off. 

2 And Moses alone shall come near 
the Lord; but they shall not come 
nigh ; neither shall the people go up 
with him. 

3 And Moses came and told the 
people all the words of the Lord, and 
all the judgmeuts ; and all the people 
answered with one voice, and said, 
All the words which the Lord hath 
said will wc do. 

4 And Moses wrote all the words of 
the Lord, and rose up early in the 
morning, and builded an altar under 
the hill, and twelve pillars, according 
to the twelve tribes of Israel. 

5 And he sent yonng men of tho 
childreu of Israel, which offered hurnt 
offerings, and sacrificed peace offer- 

j ings of oxen nnto the Lord. 

6 And Moses took half of the blood, 
nnd put it in basins: and half of the 
blood he sprinkled on the altar. 

7 And he took the book of the cove¬ 
nant, and read in the audience of the 
people ; and they said, All that the 
Lord hnth said will we do, and be 
obediont. 

8 And Moses took the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the people, and said, 
Behold tho blood of tne covenant, 
which the Lord hath made with you 
concerning all those words. 

9 Then went up Moses, and Aaron, 
Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy of 
the elders of Israel ; 

10 And they saw the God of Israel; 
and thore was under his feot as it 
wore a paved work of a sapphire 
stone, and as it were the body of hea¬ 
ven in his clearness. 

11 And upan the nobles of the ohii- 
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druii ol Israol he laid ool his hand; 
also they saw God, and did eat and 
drink. 

12 And tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Come up to me into tho mount, and 
bo there; and I will give thee tables 
of atone, and a law, and commnnd- 
meula which I have written; that 
thou mayest teach them. 

13 And Moses rose up, and his 
it in istcr Joshua; and Moses went up 
into the rnouut of God. 

14 And he said unto the ciders, 
Tarry ye here for us, until we come 
again unto you ; and, behold, Aaron 
and Ilur are with you; if any man 
have any matters to do, lei him come 
unto lhem. 

i ;> And Moses went up into the 
mount, and a cloud covered the 
mount. 

10 And (ho glory of tho Lord 
abode upon mount Sinai, and tbe 
cloud covered it six days; and tbo 
seventh day bo called unto Moses 
out of tho midst of tbo aloud. 

17 And tbe sight of the glory of the 
Lord was like devouring lire on tbe 
top of tbe minin( in the eyes of tho 
children of Lsruol. 

lb And Moses wcut into the midst 
of tho cloud, and gut hiui up into the 
mount; and Moses was in tho mount 
forty days and forty nights. 

ClIAl'TKIl XXV. 

The. tabernacle ,, mercy teat, cherulnm, table, 
and candlestick. 

ND tho Lord spnke unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they bring me an oflbring; of 
every man that givuth it willingly 
with his heart ye shall take my oflor- 
ing. 

3 Aud this is tbo offering which yo 
shall take of them ; gold, and silver, 
aud brass, 

4 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, 

5 And rums' skins dyed rod, aud 
badgers’ skins, and shittim wood, 

6 Oil for the light, spices for anoint¬ 
ing oil, and for sweet inoouso, 

7 Onyx stones, and stones to be set 
in tbo epbod, and in the breastplate. 

H And lot them make me a sanctu¬ 
ary ; that I may dwell among them. 

V Aooording to all that I show theo, 
after tho pattern ul the tabornaolc, 


and the pattern of all the instruments 
tberoof, even so shall yo make it. 

10 And they shall make an ark of 
shittim wood; two cubits and a half 
shall bo the longth thereof, and a 
cubit aud a half tho breadth thereof, 
and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof. 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, within and without shalt 
thou overlay it, and shalt make upon 
it a crown of gold round about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings 
of gold for it, and put them in the 
four cornors thereof; and two rings 
shall be in the one side of it, and two 
rings in tho other aide of it. 

13 Aud thou shalt make Btaves of 
shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

14 And thou shalt put the staves 
into the rings by the sides of the ark, 
Lhat the ark may be borne with them. 

15 The stavos shall be in the rings 
of the ark; they shall not be taken 
from it. 

1G And thou shalt put into the ark 
the testimony which I shall give 
thee. 

17 And thou shalt make a meroy 
seat of puro gold ; two oubits and a 
half shall bo the length thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the broadth thereof. 

18 And thou shalt mako two oheru- 
bim of gold, of beaten work shalt 
thou make them, in tho two ends of 
the mercy seal. 

19 And make one oherub on the 
ono end, and the other oherub on the 
other end; even of the meroy seat 
shall yo make the cherubim on the 
two ends thereof. 

20 And the cherubim shall stretch 
forth thoir wingB on high, covering 
the morcy Beat with their wings, and 
thoir faces shall look one to another; 
toward the mercy seat shall the faces 
of the cherubim be. 

21 And thou shalt put the meroy 
seat above upon the ark; and in tbe 
ark thou shalt put the testimony that 
I shall give thoe. 

22 And tbore I will meet with thee, 
and I will commune with thee from 
above tbo muroy Beat, from between 
the two ohcrubim which arc upon the 
ark of the testimony, of all things 
whioh I will give thoe in command¬ 
ment unto the children of Israel. 
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23 Thou shalt also make a table of 
shittim wood; two cubits shall be the 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
height thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a crown 
of gold round about. 

25 And thou shalt make unto it a 
border of a hand-breadth round about, 
and thou Bhalt make a golden crown 
to tho border thereof round about. 

26 And thou shalt make for it four 
rings of gold, and put the rings in 
tho four corners that are on the four 
feet thereof. 

27 Over against the border shall the 
rings be for places of the staves to 
bear the table. 

28 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold, that the table may be 
borne with them. 

29 And thou shalt make the dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and 
covers thereof, and bowls thereof, to 
cover withal ; of pure gold Bhalt thou 
make them. 

30 And thou shalt set upon the 
table showbread before me always. 

31 And thou shalt make a candle¬ 
stick of pure gold; of beaten work 
shall tho candlestick be made; his 
shaft, and his branches, his bowls, 
his knops, and his flowers shall be of 
the sarno. 

32 And six branches shall come out 
of tho sides of it; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side, 
and three branches of the candlestick 
out of the other side ; 

33 Throe bowls made like unto 
almonds, with a knop and a flower in 
one branch; and three bowls mado 
like almonds in the other branch, 
with a knop and a flower; so in the 
six branchos that come out of the 
candlestick. 

34 And in tho candlestick shall be 
four bowls made liko unto almonds, 
with their knops and their flowers. 

35 And thero shall be a knop under 
two branches of the same, and a knop 
under two branches of the same, and a 
knop under two branches of the same, 
aooording to the six branches that 
prooeed out of the oandlcstiok. 

36 Their knops and their branches : 
shall he of the same; all of it shall I 


be one beaten work of pure gold. 

37 And thou sbalt make the seven 
lamps thereof; and they shall light 
the lamps thereof, that they may give 
light over against it. 

38 And the tongs thereof, and the 
snuff-dishes thereof, shall be of pure 
gold. 

3y Of a talent of pure gold shall be 
make it, with all these vessels. 

40 And look that thou make them 
after their pattern, which was showed 
thee in the mount. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

The furniture of the tabernacle, 
OREOVER thou shalt make the 
tabernacle with ten curtains of 
fine twined linen, and blue, and pur¬ 
ple, and scarlet; with oherubim of 
cunning work shalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain shall 
be eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits ; 
and every one of the curtains shall 
have one measure. 

3 The five curtains shall be conpled 
together one to another; and other 
five curtains shall be coupled one to 
another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of 
blue upon the edge of the one our- 
tain from the selvedge in the conp- 
ling; and likewise shalt thou make 
in the uttermost edge of another cur¬ 
tain. in the coupling of the second. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in the edge of the curtain that 
is in the coupling of the second; 
that tho loops may take hold one of 
another. 

6 And thou shalt make fifty taohes 
of gold, and couple the ourtains to¬ 
gether with the taohes ; and it shall 
be one tabernacle. 

7 And thou shalt make ourtains of 
goats’ hair to be a covering upon the 
tabernaolo; eleven ourtains shall 
thou make. 

8 The length of one curtain shall be 
thirty cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubit9 ; and the elevon 
curtains shall be all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five cur¬ 
tains by themselves, and sir ourtains 
by themselves, and shalt double tho 
sixth curtain in the forofront of the 
tahernoole. 

10 And thou shalt mue fifty loo nr 
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od the edge of the one onrtain that 
is outmost in the coupling, and fifty 
loops in the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

11 And thou shall make fifty tachcs 
of braes, and put the taches into the 
loops, and couple tho tent together, 
that it may he one. 

12 And the remnant that remaineth 
of tho curtains of tho tent, the half 
ourtain t.at remainoth, shall hang 
over the book sido of the tabernacle. 

13 And a cubit on the one side, and 
a cubit on tho other side of that which 
remaineth in the length of the cur¬ 
tains of tho tone, it shall hang over 
the sides of the tabernacle, on this 
Bide and on that side, to cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a covering 
for tho tent of rams’ skins dyed red, 
and a covering above of badgers' 
skius. 

15 And thou shalt make boards for 
the tabernacle of shittim wood sland- 
ing up. 

10 Ten cubits shall bo the length of 
a board, and a cubit and a half shall 
bo the breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons shall there be in one 
board, bcL in order ono against an¬ 
other; thus shalt thou make for all 
the boards of tho tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt mabe the boards 
for tho tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sock¬ 
ets of silvor under the twenty boards; 
two sockets under one board for his 
two tenons, and two sockets under 
another board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the seaond side of the 
tabornaolo on the north side there 
shall be twenty boards, 

21 And their forty sookelsof silver; 
two eookots under one board, and two 
sockets undor another board. 

22 And for tho sides of the tabor- 
iiftole westward thou shalt make six 
boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make 
for tho oorners of the tabernacle in 
the two Bides. 

24 And they shall be ooupled to¬ 
gether beneath, and they shall be 
coupled together above the head of 
it unto one ring ; thus shall it be for 
them both; they shall be for tho two 
comers. 

26 And they shall be eight boards. 


and their sockets of silver, sixteen 
eocketB; two sockets under ono board, 
and two sockets under another board. 

20 And thou shalt make bars of 
shittim wood; five for the boards of 
the one side of the tabernacle, 

27 And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernaole, and 
five bars for the boards of the side of 
the tabernaole, for the two sides west¬ 
ward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst 
of the boards shall reach from end to 
end. 

29 And thou sbalt overlay the 
boards with gold, and make tbeir 
rings of gold for places for the bars; 
and thou shalt overlay the barB with 
gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up tho taber¬ 
nacle acoording to the fashion thereof 
which was showed thee in the mount. 

31 And thou shalt make a veil of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen of cunning work ; with 
ahernbim shall it be made. 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon 
four pillars of shittim wood overlaid 
with gold; their hooks shall be of 
gold, upon the four sockets of silver. 

33 And thou shalt hang up the veil 
under tho taohes, that thou mayest 
bring in thither within the veil the 
ark of the testimony; and the veil 
shall divide unto yon between the 
holy plaoe and the most holy. 

34 And thou Bhalt put the meroy 
seat upon the ark of the testimony in 
the most holy place. 

35 And thou shalt set the table 
without the veil, and the candlestick 
over against the table on the side of 
the tabernacle toward the south ; and 
thou shalt put the table on the north 
side. 

36 And thou shalt make a hanging 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 
purple, and eoarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with noedlowork. 

37 And thou shalt make for the 
hanging five pillars of shittim wood, 
and overlay them with gold, and their 
hooks shall be of gold; and thou shalt 
oast five Bookets of brass for them. 

CHAPTER XXVTI. 

77k altar, with the vtsseU thereof—The. ommi 
of the tabernacle. 

ND thou shalt make an altar of 
shittim wood, five oubits long, 
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and five cubits broad; the altar shall 
be four-square; and the height thereof 
■hall be threo cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns 
of it upon the four corners thereof; 
his horns shall be of the same; and 
thou shalt overlay it with brass. 

3 And thou shalt make bis pans to 
receive his »Bhes, and his shovels, 
and his basius, and his fleshhooks, 
and his firepans; and all the vessels 
thereof thou shall make of brass. 

4 And thou shalt make for it a grate 
of network of brass ; and upon tho 
net shalt thou make four brazen rings 
in the four corners thereof. 

5 And thou shalt put it under the 
compass of the altar beneath, lint' ilie 
net may be even to the midst of the 
altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for 
the altar, staves of shittim wood, and 
overlay them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into 
the rings, and the staves shall be 
upon tho two sides of the altar, to 
bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou 
make it; as it was showed thee in 
the mount, so shalt thou make it. 

9 And thou shalt make the court of 
the tabernacle ; for the south side 
southward there shall be hangings 
for the court of fine twined linen of 
a hundred cubits long for one side; 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof 
and their twenty sockets shall be of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets shall be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side 
in length there shall be hangings of 
a hundred oubits long, and his twenty 

illars and their twenty sockets of 

rass ; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. 

12 And for the breadth of the court 
on the west side shall be hangings of 
fifty oubits; their pillars ten, and 
their sockets ten. 

13 And the breadth of the court on 
the east side eastward shall be fifty 
oubits. 

14 The hangings of one side of the 
gate shall be fifteen oubits ; their pil¬ 
lars three, and their sockets three. 

15 And on the other side shall he 
hangings fifteen cubits ; their pillars 
three, and thoir sockets three. 

10 And for tho gate of tho court 


shall be a hanging of twenty cubits, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen, wrought with nee¬ 
dlework; and their pillarB Bhall be 
four, and their sockets four. 

17 All the pillars round abont the 
court shall be filleted with silver; 
their hooks shall be of silver, and 
their sockets of brass. 

18 The length of the court shall be 
a hundred cubits, and the breadth 
fifty everywhere, and the height five 
cubits of fine twined linen, and their 
sockets of brass. 

19 All the vessels of the tabemaclo 
in all the service thereof, and all the 
pins thereof, and all the pins of the 
court, shall be of brass. 

20 And thon shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they hring 
thco pure oil olive beaten for the 
light, to cause the lamp to burn al¬ 
ways. 

21 In tho tabernacle of the congre 
gation without the veil, which is be¬ 
fore the testimony, Aaron and hie 
sons shall order it from evening to 
morning before the Lord; it shall be 
a statute for ever unto their genera¬ 
tions on tho behalf of tho children of 
Israel. 

chapter xxvrn. 

A arm and his sons set apart far the prtesft 
office—The rphod—The breastplate —77i« 
Urim and Thummim. 

ND take thou unto thee Aaron 
thy broLhcr, and his son9 with 
him, from among the children of Is¬ 
rael, that he may minister unto me in 
the priest’s office, even Aaron, Nadab 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Itbamar, 
Aaron’s sons. 

2 And thou shalt make holy gor- 
monts for Aaron thy brother, for glory 
and for beauty. 

3 And thou shalt speak unto all that 
are wise-hearted, wnom I have filled 
with the spirit of wisdom, that they 
may make Aaron’s garments to con¬ 
secrate him, that he may ministei 
unto me in the priest’s office. 

4 And these are the garments whioh 
they shall make ; a breastplate, and 
an ophod, and a robe, and a broidered 
'-oat, a mitre, and a girdle ; and they 
shall make holy garments for Aaron 
thy brother, and his sons, that he 
may minister unto me in the priest’s 
offioe. 
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5 And they shall take gold, and 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen. 

0 And they shall make the ephod of 
gold, of blue, and of purple, of scar¬ 
let, nnd fine twined linen, with cun¬ 
ning work. 

7 It shull have the two shoulder- 
pieces thereof joined at the two edges 
thereof; and so it shall be joined to¬ 
gether. 

8 And the curious girdle of the ephod, 
which is upon it, shnll be of the same, 
according to the work thereof; oven 
of gold, of blue, and purple, and scar¬ 
let, and Guo twined linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two onyx 
atonos, and gruvo on them the names 
of the children of Israel: 

10 Six of their names on one stone, 
uud the otbor six names of the rtu-t 
< n the other BLone, according to their 
birth. 

11 With the work of an engraver 
in sLono, like the engravings of a sig¬ 
net, shall thou engravo the two stones 
with Lho names of the children of 
Israel; thou shall make thorn to he 
set in ouches of gold. 

12 And thou shalt put the two 
atones upon the shoulders of the 1 
ephod for Btoncs of memorial unto 
the children of Israel; and Aaron 
ahull boar thoir names before the 
Lord upon his two shoulders for a 
memorial. 

13 And thou shalt make ouohos of 
gold; 

11 And two chains of pure gold at 
the ends; of wreathon work shalt thou 
muke thorn, and fasten the wroathon 
ohains to the ouchos. 

15 And thou shalt make the breast¬ 
plate of judgment with cunning work ; 
after the work of tho ephod thou shalt 
make it; of gold, of blue, and of pur- 
)le, and of scarlet, and of fino twined 
inon, shalt thou make it. 

10 Four-square it shall be being 
doubled; a span shall bo the length 
thereof, and a span shall he the 
breadth thereof. 

17 And thou shall set in it settings 
of stones, even four rows of stones; 
the first row shall bo a sardius, a to¬ 
paz, and a carbuncle; this shall bo 
the first row. 

18 And lho second row shall be an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 


Ill 

19 And the third row a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a heryl, and 
an onyx, and a jasper; they shall be 
sot in gold in their inclosings. 

, 21 And tho stones shall bo with the 
i names of the children of Israel, twelve, 
according to their names, like tho en¬ 
gravings of a signet; every one with 
his name shall they he according to 
the twelve tribes. 

22 And thou shalt make upon the 
breastplate ohains at the ends of 
wreathen work of pure gold. 

23 And thou Bhalt make upon the 
breastplate two rings of gold, and 
shalt put the two rings on the two 
ends of the hreastplate. 

24 And thou snalt put the two 
wreathen chains of gold in the two 
rings which are on the ends of the 
bi'eastplatc. 

25 And the other two ends of the 
two wreathen chains thou shalt fasten 
in the two ouchos, and put them on 
the shoulder-pieces of the ephod be¬ 
fore it. 

20 And thou shalt make two rings 
of gold, and thou shalt put them upon 
the two ends of the breastplate in the 
border thereof, which is in the Bide 
of the ephod inward. 

27 And two other rings of gold thon 
shalt make, and shalt put them on the 
two sides of the ephod underneath, 
toward the forepart thereof, over 
against the other coupling thereof, 
above tho curious girdle of the ephod. 

28 And they shall bind the breast- 
plato by the rings thereof unto the 
rings of the ephod with a face of 
blue, that it may be above the ou- 
rious girdle of tho ephod, and that 
the breastplate be not loosed from 
the ephod. 

29 And Aaron shall bear the names 
of the children of Israel in tho 
broastplato of judgment upon his 
heart, when he goeth in unto tho 
holy plaoo for a memorial before tho 
Lord continually. 

30 And thou shall put in the breast¬ 
plate of judgment the Urim and the 
Thummiw; and they shall be upon 
Aaron's hoart, whon he goeth in be¬ 
fore tho Lord; and Aaron shall bear 
the judgment of the children of Israel 
upon his heart before the Lord oon- 
tinually. 
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31 And thou shall make the robe 
of the ephod all of blue. 

32 Ana there shall be a hole in 
the top of it, in the midst thereof; it 
shall have a binding of woven work 
round about the hole of it, as it were 
the hole of an habergeon, that it be 
not rent. 

33 And beneath upon the hem of 
it thon shalt make pomegranates of 
blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, 
round about the hem thereof; and 
bells of gold between them rouud 
about; 

34 A' golden bell and a pomegra¬ 
nate, a golden bell and a pomegra¬ 
nate, upon the hem of the robe round 
about. 

35 And it shall be upon Aaron to 
minister; and his sound shall be 
heard when he goeth in unto the 
holy place before the Lord, and when 
he cometh out, that he die not. 

36 And thou shalt make a plate of 
pure gold, and grave upon it, like 
the engravings of a signet, HOLI¬ 
NESS TO THE LORD. 

37 And thou shalt put it on a blue 
lace, that it may be upon the mitre; 
upon the forefront of the mitre it 
shall be. 

33 And it shall be upon Aaron’s 
forehead, that Aaron may bear the 
iniquity of the boly things, which 
the children of Israel shall hallow in 
all their holy gifts; and it shall be 
always upon his forehead, that they 
may be accepted before the Lord. 

39 And thou shalt embroider the 
ooat of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make the mitre of fine linen, and 
thou shalt make the girdle of needle¬ 
work. 

40 And for Aaron’s sons thou shalt 
make coats, and thou 9halt make 
for them girdles, and bonnets shalt 
thou make for them, for glory and 
for beauty. 

41 And thou shalt put them upon 
Aaron thy brother, and his sons with 
him; and shall anoint them, and 
consecrate them, and sanctify them, 
that they may minister unto me in 
the priest's office. 

42 And thou Bhalt make them linen 
breeches to cover their nakedness; 
from the loins even unto the thighs 
they shall reach; 

43 And they shall be upon Aaron, 


and upon his sons, when they come 
in unto the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, or when they come near unto 
the altar to minister in the holy 
place; that they bear not iniquity, 
and die; it shall be a statute for evor 
unto him and his seed after him. 
CHAPTER XXIX. 

The consecrating of the priests — pro¬ 
mise. 

A ND this is the thing that thou 
shalt do unto them to hallow 
them, to minister unto me in the 
priest's office; Take one young bol¬ 
lock, and two rams without blemish, 
2 And unleavened bread, and cakes 
unleavened tempered with oil, and 
wafers unleavened anointed with oil; 
of wheaten flour shalt thou make 
them. 

3 And thon shalt pat them into one 
basket, and bring them in the basket, 
with the bullock and the two rams. 

4 And Aaron and his sons thou 
shalt bring unto the door of the taber 
nacle of the congregation, and shall 
wash them with water. 

5 And thou shalt take the garments, 
and put upon Aaron the ooat, and 
the robe of the ephod, and the ephod. 
and the breastplate, and gird him 
with the curious girdle of the ephod ; 

6 And thou shalt put the mitre upon 
his head, and put the holy orown upon 
the mitre. 

7 Then shalt thou take the anoint¬ 
ing oil, and pour it upon his head, 
and anoint him. 

8 Aud thou shalt bring his sons, 
and put coats upon them. 

9 And thou shalt gird them with 
girdles, Aaron and his sons, and put 
the bonnets on them; and the priest’s 
office shall be theirs for a perpetual 
statute; and thou shalt oonsccrate 
Aaron and his sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock 
to be brought before the tabernacle 
of the congregation ; and Aaron and 
his sons shall put their hands upon 
the head of the bullock. 

11 And thou shalt kill the bullock 
bofore the Lord, by the dooT of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

12 And thou shalt take of the blood 
of the bullock, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar with thy finger, 
and pour all tbe blood beside the 
bottom of the altar. 
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13 And thon shalt take all the fat 
that oovoreth the inwards, and the 
caul that is above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is upon 
them, and burn thorn upon tho altar. 

14 Dut the flesh of the bullock, and 
his skin, and his dung, Bhalt thou 
burn with firo without the camp; it 
is a sin olfering. 

15 Thou shalt also take one ram; 
and Aaron and his boos shall put 
their hands upon the bead of the 
ram. 

lb And thou shalt slay the rain, 
and thou Bhalt take his blood, and 
sprinkle it rouui about upon the nltar. 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in 
pieces, and wash the inwards of him. 
and his logs, and put Lhcm unto his 
pieces, and unto hiB head. 

18 And thou shnlL burn tho whole 
ram upun the altar; it is a burnt 
offering unto the Lord ; it is a sweet 
savour, an offering made by firo unto 
the Lord. 

10 And thou shalt tako the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall 
put their hands upon tho head of the 
ram. 

20 Then shalt thou kill the ram, 
and take of his blood, and put it 
upon tho tip of tho right car of Aaron, 
and upon tho tip of tho right oar of 
his sons, and upon tho thumb of their 
right hand, and upon the groat too 
of thoir right foot, and sprinklo the 
blood upon tho altar rouud about. 

21 And tbou shalt take of the blood 
that is upon tho altar, and of the 
anointing oil, and sprinklo it upon 
Aaron, and upon bis garments, and 
upon his sous, and upon the garments 
of his sons with him; and Lie shall 
be hallowed, and his garments, and 
his sons, and his sons’ garments with 
him. 

22 Also thou shall take of the ram 
the fat and tho rump, and the fat 
that covoroth tho inwards, and tho 
oaul abovo the livor, and tho two 
kidneys, and tho fat that is upon 
them, and the right shoulder; for it 
is a ram of consecration; 

23 And ono loaf of bread, and one 
oake of oiled bread, and ono wafer, 
out of tho baskot of tho unleaveuod 
bread that is before the Lord ; 

24 And thou shall put all in tho 
hands of A^on, and in tho hand9 of 
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his sons; and shalt wave them for a 
wave offering before the Lord. 

25 And thou shalt reooive them of 
their hands, and burn them upon the 
altar for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour before the Lord ; it is an offer¬ 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 And thou shalt take the breast 
of tho ram of Aaron’s consecration, 
and wave it for a wave offering be¬ 
fore tho Lord; and it shall be thy 
part. 

27 And thou shalt sanctify the 
hreast of tho wave offering, and the 
shoulder of the heave offering, which 
is waved, and which is heaved up, of 
tho ram of the consecration, even of 
thAt which is for Aaron, and of that 
which is for his sons ; 

28 And it shall he Aaron’s and his 
sons’ by a statute for ever from the 
children of Israel; for it is a heave 
offering; and it shall be a heave offer¬ 
ing from the children of Israel of the 
sacrifice of their peace offerings, even 
their heave offering unto the Lord. 

29 And the holy garments of Aaron 
shall bo his sons’ after him, to be 
anointed thorein, and to be oonse- 
erntod in thorn. 

30 And that son that is priest in 
his stoad shall put them on seven 
days, when he oometh into the taber¬ 
nacle of tho congregation to minister 
in the holy place. 

31 And thou shalt take the ram of 
tho consecration, and soothe his flesh 
in the holy plaoe. 

32 And Aaron and hiB sons shall 
eat the flesh of the ram, and the bread 
that iB in the basket, by the door of 
tho tabernacle of the oongregation. 

33 And they Bhall eat those things 
whorewith the atonement was made, 
to conseorate and to sanotify them ; 
but a stranger shall not eat thereof, 
because they are holy. 

34 And if aught of the flosh of the 
consecrations, or of the bread, remain 
unto the morning, thon thou shalt 
hum tho remainder with fire ; it shall 
not be eaten, because it is holy. 

35 And thus shalt tbou do unto 
Aaro / a, aud to hiB sons, aooording to 
all things whioh I have oommanded 
thee ; seven days shalt thon oonse- 
orato thorn. 

36 And thon shall offer every daj 
a bullock for a sin offering for atone 
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ment; and thou shall cleanse the al¬ 
tar, when thou hast made an atone¬ 
ment for it, and thou Bhalt anoint it, 
to sanotify it. 

37 Seven days thou shalt make an 
atonement Tor the altar, and sanctify 
it; and it shall be an altar most holy; 
whatsoever touohcth the altar shall 
be holy. 

38 Now Lhis is that which thou 
shall offer upon the altar; two lambs 
of the firBt year day by day continu¬ 
ally. 

39 The one lamb thou shalt offer in 
the morning; and the other lamb thou 
shalt offer at even ; 

40 And with Lhe one lamb a tenth 
deal of flour mingled with the fourth 
part of a hin of beaten oil; and the 
fourth part of a hin of wine for a 
drink offering. 

41 And the other lamb thou shalt 
offer at even, and shalt do thereto ac¬ 
cording to the meat offering of the 
morning, and acoording to the drink 
offering thereof, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. 

42 This shall be a continual burnt 
offering throughout your generations 
at the door of the labornaclo of the 
congregation before the Lord, where 
I will meet you, to speak there unto 
thee. 

43 And there I will meet with the 
children of Israel, and the tabernacle 
shall be sanctified by my glory. 

44 And I will eanotify the taberna¬ 
cle of the oongregation, and the 
altar ; I will sanctify also both Aaron 
and his sons, to minister to me in the 
priest's office. 

45 And I will dwoll among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and will be their God. 

40 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord their God, that brought 
them forth out of tho land of Egypt, 
that I may dwell among them ; I am 
the Lord their God. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

The altar of incense — The, ransom. 

ND thou shalt make an altar to 
burn inoense upon; of shittim 
wood shalt thou make it. 

2 A oubit shall bo the length there¬ 
of, and a oubit the breadth thereof; 
four-square shall it be; and two cu¬ 
bits shall be tho height thereof, the 
horns thereof Bhall be of the same. 


3 And thou Bhalt overlay it with 
pure gold, the top thereof, and the 
sides thereof round about, and the 
horns thereof; and thou shalt make 
unto it a crown of gold round about. 

4 And two golden rings shalt thou 
make to it under the crown of it, by 
the two corners thereof, upon the tw} 
sides of it shalt thou make it; and 
they shall be for places for the staves 
to bear it withal. 

5 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold. 

6 And thou shalt put it before the 
veil that is by the ark of the testi¬ 
mony, before the mercy seat that is 
over the testimony, where I will meet 
with thee. 

7 And Aaron shall burn thereon 
sweet incense every morning ; when 
he dresacth the lamps, he shall burn 
incense upon it. 

9 And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamp9 at even, he shall bum incense 
upon it, a perpetual incense before 
tho Lord throughout your genera¬ 
tions. 

9 Ye shall offer no strange incense 
thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor meat 
offering; neither shall ye pour drink 
offering thereon. 

10 And Aaron shall make an atone¬ 
ment upon the horns of it onoe in a 
year with the blood of the sin offer¬ 
ing of atonements; once in the year 
shall he make atonement upon it 
throughout your generations; it is 
most holy unto the Lord. 

11 And the Lord spake an to Moses, 
saying, 

12 When thou takest the snm of the 
children of Israel after their number, 
then shall they give every man a 
ransom for his soul unto the Lord, 
when thou numberest them; that 
there be no plague among them, when 
thou numberest them. 

13 This they shall give, every one 
that passeth among them that are 
numborod, half a shekel after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; (a shekel is 
twenty gerahs;) a half shekel shall 
be the offering of the Lord. 

14 Every one that passeth among 
them that are numbered, from twen¬ 
ty years old and above, shall give an 
offoring unto the Lord. 

15 The riob shall not give more, and 
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the poor shall not give less, than that they may be most holy; whatso-

17 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Thou shalt also make a layer of 
brass, and his foot also of hrass, to 
wash withal; and thou shall put it 
between the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation and tho altar, and thou 
shalt pul water (herein. 

19 For Aaron and his sons shall 
wash their hands and their feet 
thereat; 

20 When they go into the taberna¬ 
cle of tho congregation, they shall 
wash with water, that they die not; 
or when they come near to the altar 
to minister, to burn offering made by 
fire unto the Lord ; 

21 So they shall wash their hands 
and their feet, that they die not; 
and it shall be a statute for ever to 
them, even to him and to his soed 
throughout their generations. 

22 Moreover the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

23 Take thou also unto thee princi¬ 
pal spicos, of pure myrrh fivo hun¬ 
dred shekels, and of sweot cinnamon 
half so much, even two hundred and 
fifty Bhokcls, and of sweet calamus 
two hundred and fifty shekels, 

24 And of cassia five hundred she¬ 
kels, after the shekel of tho sanotu- 
ary, and of oil olive a hin; 

25 And thou shall make it an oil 
of holy ointment, uu ointment com¬ 
pound after the art of the apothe- 
oary ; it shall bo nholy anointing oil. 

20 And thou shalt anoint tho lahor- 
nacle of the congregation therewith, 
and tho nrk of tho testimony, 

27 And tho tahlo and all his vessels, 
and the candlestick and his vessels, 
and tho altar of incense, 

28 And the altar of burnt offering 
with all his vessels, and tho laverand 
his foot. 

29 And thou shalt sauotify them, 


other like it, after the composition of 
it; it is holy, and it shall he holy 
unto you. 

33 Whosoever compoundeth any 
like it, or whosoever puttolh any of 
it upon a stranger, shall even he out 
off from his people. 

34 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Take unto theo sweet spices, stacte, 
and onycha, and galhanum; these 
sweet spices with pure frankin¬ 
cense; of each shall there be alike 
weight; 

35 And thou shalt make it a per¬ 
fume, a confection after the art of 
the apothecary, tempered together, 
pure and holy; 

36 And thou shalt beat some of it 
very small, and put of it before the 
testimony in the tahernacle of the 
congregation, whore I will meet with 
theo ; it shall be unto you most holy. 

37 And as for the perfume whioh 
thou shalt make, ye shall not make 
to yourselves according to the com¬ 
position thorcof; it shall be unto thee 
noly for the Lord. 

38 Whosoover shall make like un¬ 
to that, to smell thereto, shtfll even 
bo cut off from his people. 

CnAPTKR XXXI. 

Btxaltd and AhoUab called — The tabbath— 
The txoo tabU J. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 See, I havo called by name Bexa- 
lecl tho son of Uri, the son of Hur, 
of tho tribe of Judah; 

3 And I have filled him with the 
Spirit of God, in wisdom, and in un¬ 
derstanding, and in knowledge, and 
in all manner of workmanship, 

4 To devise ounning works, to work 
in gold, and in silver, and in braes, 

5 And in cutting of Btones, to set 
them, and in oarving of timber, to 
work in all manner of workmanship 
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6 And I, behold, I have given with 
him Aholiab, tho son of Ahisamach, 
of the tribe of Dan; and in the hearts 
of all that are wise-hearted I have 
put wisdom, that they may make all 
that I have commanded thee; 

7 The tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, and tho ark of tho testimony, 
and the mercy seat that is there¬ 
upon, and all the furniture of the 
tabernacle, 

8 And the table and his furniture, 
and tho pure candlestick with all his 
furniture, and the altar of incense, 

9 And the altar of burnt offering 
with all his furniture, and the laver 
and hi9 foot, 

10 And tho clothes of service, and 
the holy garments of Aaron the 
priest, and the garments of his sons, 
to minister in the priest’s office, 

11 And the anointing oil, and sweet 
incense for the holy place; according 
to all that I have commanded thco 
shall they do. 

12 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

13 Speak thou also unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saying, Verily my 
sabbaths ye shall keep ; for it is a 
sign between me and you through¬ 
out your generations; that ye may 
know that I am the Lord that doth 
sanctify you. 

14 Ye shall keep the sabbath there¬ 
fore ; for it is holy unto you. Every 
one that defileth it shall surely be 
put to death; for whosoever doeth 
any work therein, that soul shall be 
out off from among his people. 

15 Six days may work he done; 
but in the soventh is the sabbath of 
rest, holy to the Lord; whosoever 
doeth any work in the sabbath day, 
he shall surely be put to death. 

16 Whorefore the children of Israel 
shall keep the sabbath, to observe the 
sabbath throughout their generations, 
for a perpetual covenant. 

17 It is a sign between me and the 
ohildren of Israel for ever ; for in six 
days the Lord made heaven and 
earth, and on the seventh day he 
rested, and was refreshed. 

18 And he gave unto Moses, when 
he had made an end of communing 
with him upon mount Sinai, two 
tables of testimony, tables of stone, 
written with the finger of God. 


C1IAPTKK XXXII. 

Aaron maketh a calf—Mott* breaketh (At 
table*—He praytlh far the people. 

ND when the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down 
out of the mount, the people gather¬ 
ed themselves together unto Aaron, 
and said unto him, Up, make us gods, 
which shall go before us; for as for 
this Moses, the man that brought us 
up out of the land of Egypt, we know 
not wbat is become of him. 

2 And Aaron said unto them, Break 
off the golden ear-rings, which are in 
the ears of your wives, of your sons, 
and of your daughters, and bring 
them unto me. 

3 And all the people brake off the 
golden ear-rings which were in their 
cars, and brought them unto Aaron. 

4 And he received them at their 
hand, and fashioned it with a gra¬ 
ving tool, after ho had made it a mol¬ 
ten calf; and they said, These he thy 
gods, 0 Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt. 

5 And when Aaron saw it, he huill 
an altar before it; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said, To-morrow 
is a feast to the Lord. 

6 And they rose np early on the 
morrow, and offered burnt offerings, 
and brought peace offerings ; and the 
people sat down to eat and to drink, 
and rose up to play. 

7 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go, get thee down ; for thy people, 
which thou broughtest out of the land 
of Egypt, have corrupted themselves; 

8 They have turned aside quickly 
out of the way which I commanded 
them ; they have made them a mol¬ 
ten calf, and have worshipped it, and 
have sacrificed thereunto, and said, 
These be thy gods, 0 Israel, which 
have brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt. 

9 And the Lord said unto Mooes, 
I have seen this people, and, behold, 
it is a stiff-neoked people; 

10 Now therefore let me alone, 
that my wrath may wax hot against 
them, and that I may consume them; 
and I will mako of thee a great na¬ 
tion. 

11 And Moses besought the Lord 
his God, and said, Lord, why doth 
thy wrath wax hot against thy peo¬ 
ple, which tbou hast brought forth 
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oat of the land of Egypt with groat 
power, and with a mighty hand? 

12 Whorofore should the Egyp¬ 
tians speak, and say, For mischief 
did he bring them out, to slay them 
in the mountains, and to consume 
them from the face of the earth? 
Turn from thy fierce wrath. Thy 
people will repent of this evil; there¬ 
fore come thou not out against them. 

13 Remember Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel, thy servants, to whom thou 
swnrest by thine own Belf, and saidst 
unto them, I will multiply your seed 
as the stars of heaven, and all this 
land that I have Bpokcn of will T 
give unto your Beed, and they shall 
inherit it for ever. 

14 And (ho Lord said unto Moses, 
If they will repent of the evil which 
they have done, I will spare them, 
and turn away niy fierce wrath ; but, 
behold, thou ehalt execute my judg¬ 
ment. upon all that will not repent 
of this evil this day. Therefore, see 
thou do this thing thnt I havo com¬ 
manded thee, or I will execute all 
that which 1 had thought to do unto 
my people. 

16 And Moses turned, and went 
down from tho mount, and the two 
tables of the testimony wero in hie 
hand; the tables were written on 
both their sides; on the one side and 
on tho other were thoy written. 

16 And tho tables wore the work 
of God, and the writing was the wri¬ 
ting of God, graven upon the tables. 

17 And when Joshua heard tho 
noise of the people as they shouted, 
ho said unto Moses, There is a noise 
of war in the camp. 

18 And bo said, It is not the voice 
of them that shout for mastery, 
neither is it tho voice of them that, 
ory for hoing overcome ; but tho noise 
of them that sing do I hear. 

19 And it came to pass, as soon as 
he came nigh unto the camp, that he 
saw tho calf, and tho dancing; and 
Moses’ angor wnxod hot, and he oast 
the tablos out cf bis hands, and brake 
them beneath the mount. 

20 And he took the calf which thoy 
had made, and burnt it in the fire, 
and ground it to powder, and strewed 
it upon the water, and made tho 
children of Israel drink of it. 

21 And Mobob said unto Aaron, 
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What did this people unto thee, that 
thou hast brought so great a sin upon 
them ? 

22 And Aarou said, Let not the 
anger of my lord wax hot; thou 
knowest the people, that they are set 
on mischief. 

23 For they said unto me, Make ua 
gods, which shall go before us; for 
as for this Moses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of 
Egypt, we know not what is become of 
him. 

24 And I said unto them, Whoso¬ 
ever hath any gold, lei them break it 
off. So they gave it me; then I cast 
it into the fire, and there came out 
this calf. 

25 And when Moses saw that the 
people were naked, (for Aaron had 
made them naked unto their shame 
among their enemies,) 

26 Then Moses stood in the gate of 
the camp, and said, Who is on the 
Lord’s side? let him come unto me. 
And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him. 

27 And he said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Put 
every man bis sword by his side, and 
go in and out from gate to gate 
throughout the camp, and slay every 
man his brother, and every man hia 
companion, and overy man his neigh¬ 
bour. 

28 And the children of Levi did 
according Lo the word of Moses ; and 
there fell of the pcoplo that day 
about three thousand men. 

29 For Moses had said, Consecrate 
yourselves to day to the Lord, even 
every man upoD his son, and upon 
his brother; that he may bestow 
upon you a blessing this day. 

30 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Moses said unto the 
people, Ye havo sinnod a groat flin; 
and now I will go up unto tho Lord ; 
peradventure I shall make an atone¬ 
ment for your siu. 

31 And Moses returned nnto the 
Lord, and Baid, Oh, this people have 
sinnod a great siD, and have made 
them gods of gold. 

32 Yot now, if thou wilt forgivs 
their sin—; and if not, blot me, I 

ray thee, out of thy book whiah thou 

ast written, 

33 And the Lord sai'1 unto Moset 
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Whosoever hath sinned against me, 
him will I blot out of my book. 

34 Therefore now go, lend the people 
unto the place of which I havo 
Bpoken onto thee; behold, mine 
Angel shall go before thee; never¬ 
theless, in the day when I visit, I will 
visit their sin upon them. 

35 And the Lord plagued the people, 
because they worshipped the calf, 
which Aaron made. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

The people murmur—The tabernacle u re¬ 
moved — 77« Lard talkelh with Hosts. 

ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Depart, and go up hence, thou 
and the pcoplo which thou hast 
brought up out of the land of Egypt, 
unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey, the land which I swarc unto 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, say¬ 
ing, Unto thy seed will I give it; 

2 And I will send an Angel before 
thee; and I will drive out the 
C&naanitc, the Amorite, and the Ilit- 
tite, and the Perizzitc, the Ilivitc, 
and the Jebusite; 

3 Unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey; for I will not go up in the 
midst of thee; for thou art a stiff¬ 
necked people; lest I consume thee 
in the way. 

4 And when the people heard these 
evil tidings, they mourned ; and no 
man did put on him his ornaments. 

5 For the Lord had said unto Moses, 
Say unto the children of Israel, Ye 
are a stiff-necked people; I will come 
up into the midst of thee in a moment, 
and consume thcc ; therefore now put 
off thy ornaments from thee, that I 
may know what to do unto thee. 

6 And the ohildrcn of Israel stripped 
themselves of their ornaments by the 
mount Iloreb, 

7 And Moses took the tabernacle, 
and pitched it without the camp, afar 
off from the camp, and called it the 
Tabernacle of the congregation. And 
it came to pass, that every ono which 
sought the Lord went out unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation, which 
was without the camp. 

8 And it came to pass, when Moses 
went out unto tho tabernacle, that all 
the people rose np, and stood every 
man at his tent door, and looked after 
Mob«s, until he was gone into tho 
tabernaole. 


9 And it came to pass, as Moses 
entered into the tabernacle, the 
cloudy pillar descended, and stood at 
the door of the tabernacle, and the 
Lord talked with Moses. 

10 And all the pcoplo saw the cloudy 
pillar stand at the tahernacle door; 
and all the pcoplo rose up and wor¬ 
shipped, every man in his tent door. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
face to face, as a man speaketh unto 
his friend. And he turned again 
into the camp; but his servant 
Joshua, the son of Nun, a yonng 
man, departed not out of the taber¬ 
nacle. 

12 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
Sec, thou sayest unto me, Bring up 
this people ; and thou hast not let me 
know whom thou wilt send with me. 
Yet thou hast said, I know thee hy 
name, and thou hast also found grace 
in my sight. 

13 Now therefore, I pray thee, if I 
have found grace in tby sight, show 
me now thy way, that I may know 
thee, that I may find grace in thy 
sight; and consider that this nation 
is thy people. 

14 And ne said, My presence shall 
go with thee, and I will give thee 
rest. 

15 And he said unto him, If thy 
presence go not with me, carry us 
not np hence. 

16 For wherein shall it be known 
here that I and thy people have found 
grace in thy sight ? is it not in that 
thou goest with us? So shall we be 
separated, I and thy people, from all 
the people that are upon the face of 
the earth. 

17 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
I will do this thing also that thou 
hast spoken; for thou bast found 
"grace in my sight, and I know thee 
by name. 

18 And he said, I beseeoh thee, show 
me thy glory. 

19 And ho said, I will make all my 
goodness pa98 before thee, and I will 
proclaim the name of the Lord before 
thcc; and will be gracious to whom I 
will be graoious, and will show mercy 
on whom I will show mercy. 

20 And ho said unto Moses, Thon 
canst not see my face at this time, 
lost mine anger is kindlod against 
the>e also, and I destroy thee, and thy 
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people; for there shall do man among 
tbeui see inc at this time, and live, 
for they are exceeding Binful. And 
no Binl'ul man hath at any time, 
neither shall there bo any sinful man 
at auy lime, that shall seo my face 
and live. 

21 Behold, thou shalt stand upon a 
rock, and I will prepare a place by 
me for thee. 

22 And it shall come to pass, while 
my glory passeth by, that I will put 
thoe in a cleft of a rock, and cover 
Lhee with my hand while I pass by. 

23 And I will take away mine hand, 
and thou shrill sec my back parts, 
but my face shall not be seen, as at 
other times ; for I am angry with my 
people Israel. 

Cl IA PTE K XXXIV. 

The tablet renewed—Motet comet h down with 
the tables—His fact shineih. 

ND the Lord said uulo Moses, 
IIcw tine two other tables of 
stone, like uulo the first, and I will 
writo upon them also, the words of 
tbe law, according as they were writ¬ 
ten ai the first on the tables which 
thou brakest; but it shall not be ac¬ 
cording to the first, for I will lako 
away tbe priesthood out of their 
midst; therefore my holy order, and 
tho ordinances thereof, shall not go 
before them; for my prosencc shall 
not go up in their midst, lest I de¬ 
stroy them. 

2 Bui I will givo unto them the law 
as at the first, but it shall be after tho 
law of a carnal commandment; for I 
havo sworn in my wrath, that they 
shall not enter into my presence, into 
my rest, in tho days of thoir pilgrim¬ 
age. Therefore do as I have com¬ 
manded thee, and be ready in tho 
morning, and come up in the morning 
unto mount Sinai, and present thy¬ 
self there to mu, in the top of tho 
mount. 

3 And no man shall come up with 
thee, neither let any man be seen 
throughout all tho mount; noither 
let the Hooks nor herds feed before 
that mount. 

4 And Moses hewed two tables of 
atone like unto tho first; and he rose 
up early in tho morning, and went 
up unto mouut Sinai, as tho Lord 
had oommanded him, and took in bis 
hand the two tables of atone. 


5 And the Lord desoendod in the 
cloud, and stood with him there, and 
proclaimed the name of the Lord. 

6 And the Lord passed by before 
him, and proclaimed, Tho Lord, The 
Lord God, merciful and grnoious, 
long-suffering, and abundant in good¬ 
ness and truth, 

7 Keeping mercy for thousands, for 
giving iniquity and transgression and 
sin, and that will by no means clear 
tho rebellious; visiting the iniquity 
of tho fathers upon the childron, and 
upon the children’s children, unto 
the third and to the fourth generation. 

8 And Moses made haste, and bowed 
his head toward the earth, and wor¬ 
shipped. 

<J And he said, If now I have fonnd 
grace in thy eight, 0 Lord, let my 
Lord, I pray thee, go among us; for 
it is a stiff-necked people; and pardon 
our iniquity and our sin, and take 
us for thine inheritance. 

10 And he said, Behold, I make a 
covenant; beforo all thy pcoplo I will 
do marvels, such as have not been 
done in all the earth, nor in any 
nation; and all the poople among 
whioh thou art shall see tho work of 
the Lord; for it is a terrihle thing 
that I will do with thee. 

11 Observe thou that which I com¬ 
mand thee this day; behold, I drive 
out bofore theo the Amorito, and the 
Canaanite, and tho Hittito, and the 
Porizzito, and the Hivite, and the 
Jebusile. 

12 Take hood to thyself, lest thou 
inako a oovenant with the inhabi¬ 
tants of the land whither thou goeBt, 
lest it be for a snare in the midst of 
thee; 

13 But ye shall destroy their altars, 
break their images, and out down 
their groves; 

14 For thou shalt worship no other 
god; for the Lord, whose name is 
Jehovah, is a jealous God. 

15 Lest thou make a oovenant with 
tbe inhabitants of the land, and they 
go a whoring after their gods, and do 
sacrifice unto thoir gods, and one aall 
tboe, and thou oat of his sacrifice; 

16 And thou take of their daughters 
unto thy sons, and thoir daughters 
go a whoring.after their gods, and 
make thy sons go a whoring after 
their gods. 
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17 Thou ahull iiiuke thee no molten 
gods. 

18 The feast of unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep. Seven days thou 
shalt oat unleavened bread, as 1 com¬ 
manded thee, in the lime of the 
month Abib; for in the month Abib 
thou earnest out from Egypt. 

19 All that openeth the matrix is 
mino; and every firstling among thy 
cattle, whether ox or sheep, that is 
male. 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou 
shalt redeem with a lamb; and if 
thou redeem him not, then 6halt thou 
break his neck. All the first-born of 
thy sons thou 6halt redeem. And 
none shall appear before me empty. 

21 Six days thou shalt work, but 
on the seventh day thou shalt rest ; 
in caring-time and in harvest thou 
shalt rest. 

22 And thou shalt observe the feast 
of weeks, of the first-fruits of wheat 
harvest, and the feast of ingathering 
at the yenr’s end. 

23 Thrice in the year shall all your 
men children appear before the Lord 
God, tho God of Israel. 

24 For I will cast out the nations 
before thee, and enlarge thy borders; 
neither shall any man desire thy 
land, wheD thou shalt go up to ap¬ 
pear before the Lord thy God thrice 
in the year. 

25 Thou shalt not offer the hlood of 
my sacrifice with leaven; neither 
shall the sacrifice of the feast of tho 
passover be left unto tho morning. 

28 Tho first of the first-fruits of thy 
land thou shalt hring unto the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt 
not seelhe a kid in his mother's 
milk. 

27 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write thou thoso words; for after tho 
tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thee and with Israel. 

28 And ho wns thero with tho Lord 
forty days and forty nights ; he did 
neither eat broad, nor drink water. 
And ho wrolo upon tho tables the 
words of the oovenant, the ton com¬ 
mandments. 

29 And it camo to pass, whon Moses 
came down from mount Sinai with 
the two tables of testimony in Moses' 
hand, when ho oamo down from the 
mount, that Moses wist not that 


the skin of his face shone while he 
talked with him. 

30 And when Aaron and all the 
children of Israel saw Moses, behold, 
the skin of his face shone ; and they 
were afraid to come nigh him. 

31 And Moses called unto them; 
and Aaron and all the rulers of the 
congregation returned unto him; and 
Moses talked with them. 

32 And afterward all the children 
of Israel came nigh; and he gave 
them in commandment all that the 
Lord had spoken with him in mount 
Sinai. 

33 And till Moses had done speak¬ 
ing with them, he put a veil on his 
face. 

34 But when Moses went in before 
the Lord to speak with him, he took 
the veil off, until he came out. And 
he came out, and spake unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel that which he was 
commanded. 

35 And the children of Israel saw 
the face of Moses, that the skin of 
Moses’ face shone; and Moses put 
the veil upon his face again, uutil he 
went in to speak with the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

The talfbaih—The free gifts far the taber¬ 
nacle — The readiness of Die people to offer. 
ND Moses gathered all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Is¬ 
rael together, and said unto them, 
These are the words which the Lord 
hath commanded, that ye should dc 
them. 

2 Six days shall work bo done, hut 
on the seventh day there shall be to 
you a holy day, a sabbath of rest to 
the Lord; whosoever docth work 
therein shall be put to death. 

3 Ye shall kindle no fire through¬ 
out your habitations upon the sab¬ 
bath day. 

4 And Moses spake unto all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
saving, This is the thing which the 
Lord commanded, saying, 

5 Take ye from among you an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord; whosoevor is of a 
willing heart, let him bring it, on 
offering of tho Lord ; gold, and sil¬ 
ver, and brass, 

0 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, 

7 And rams' skins dyed red, ani 
badgers' skins, and shittim wood. 
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S And oil for the light, and spices 
for anointing oil, end for the sweet 
incenBe, 

9 And onyx stones, and stones to be 
set for tbo ephod, and for the breast¬ 
plate. 

10 And every wise-hearted among 
you shall come, and make all that 
the Lord hath commanded; 

11 The tabernacle, bis tent, and his 
covering, his taches, and his boards, 
bin bars, his pillars, and his sockets ; 

12 The ark, and the staves thereof, 
with the mercy seat, and the veil of 
the oovering; 

13 The table, and his staves, and 
ail his vessels, and the sbowbread; 

1 4 Tbe candlestick also for the light, 
and his furniture, and his lamps, with 
the oil for the light; 

15 And the incense altar, and his 
staves, and the anointing oil, and tbe 
sweet incense, and the hanging for 
the door at the entering in of tho 
tabernacle; 

16 Tho altar of hurnt offering, with 
his brazen grale, his staves, and all 
bis vessels, the laver and his foot; 

17 The bangings of the court, his 

I iillars, and their sockets, and the 
langing for the door of the court; 

18 The pinB of the tabernaole, and 
tbe pins of the oourt, and their 
cordB; 

19 The clothes of service, to do ser¬ 
vice in the holy plaoe, the holy gar¬ 
ments for Aaron the priost, and the 
garments of his sons, to minister in 
the priest’s offioe. 

20 And all the congregation of the 
ohildreo of Israel departed from the 
presence of Moses. 

21 And they came, every one whose 
heart sLirrcd him np, and every one 
whom his spirit made willing, and 
they brought the Lord's offering to 
the work of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and for all his servioe, 
and for the holy garments. 

22 And they oame, both men and 
women, as many as wore willing- 
hearted, and brought bracelets, and 
earrings, and rings, and tablets, all 
Jewels of gold ; and every man that 
offered, offered an offering of gold 
unto the Lord. 

23 And every man, with whom was 
'bund blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, and 


red skins of rami, and badgers’ skins, 
brought them. 

24 Every one that did offer an offer¬ 
ing of silver and brass brought the 
Lord’s offering; and every man, with 
whom was found sbittim wood for any 
work of the servioe, brought it. 

25 And all the women that were 
wise-hearted did spin with their 
hands, and brought that whioh they 
had spun, both of blue, and of pur¬ 
ple, and of scarlet, and of fine linen. 

26 And all the women whose heart 
stirred them up in wisdom spun 
goats’ hair. 

27 And the rulers brought onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, for the 
ephod, and for the breastplate ; 

28 And spice, and oil for the light, 
and for tbe anointing oil, and for the 
sweet incense. 

29 The children of Israel brought a 
willing offering unto the Lord, every 
man and woman, whose heart made 
them willing to bring for all manner 
of work, which tho Lord had com¬ 
manded to be made by the hand of 
Moses. 

30 And Moses said unto the children 
of Israel, See, tbe Lord hath callod 
by name Bezaleel the eon of Uri, the 
son of Ilur, of the trihe of Judah; 

31 And he hath filled him with the 
Spirit of God, in wisdom, in under¬ 
standing, and in knowledge, and in 
all manner of workmanship; 

32 And lo devise curious works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, 

33 And in the cutting of stones, to 
set them, aDd in oarving of wood, to 
make any manner of cunning work. 

34 And he hath put in his heart 
that he may teach, both he, and 
Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, of 
the tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wisdom 
of heart, to work all manner of work, 
of the engraver, and of tbe cunning 
workman, and of the embroiderer, in 
blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and in 
fine linen, and of the weaver, even of 
them that do aDy work, and of those 
that dcvUe cunning work. 

CUAPTKR XXXVI. 

77k embellishment, of the Uibcmade — As 
covering of cfcitu. 

1IEN wrought Bezaleel and Aho¬ 
liab, and every wiBe-hearted man, 
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in whom tho Lord put wisdom and 
understanding to know how to work 
all manner of work for the service of 
tho sanctuary, according to all that 
the Lord had commanded. 

2 And Moses called Bezaleel and 
Aholiab, and every wiao-hearted man, 
in whose heart tho Lord had put 
wisdom, even every one whose heart 
stirred him up to come unto the work 
to do it; 

3 And they received of Moses all 
tho offering, which the children of 
Israel had brought for the work of 
the service of the sanctuary, to make 
it withal. And they brought yet unto 
him free offerings every morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the sanctuary, came 
every man from his work which thoy 
made; 

5 And they spako unto M 090 S, say¬ 
ing, The people bring much more 
than enough for the service of the 
work, which the Lord commanded to 
make. 

6 And Mosos gave commandment, 
and they caused it to be proclaimed 
through out tho camp, saying, Let 
neither man nor woman make any 
more work for the offering of the 
sanctuary. So the people were re¬ 
strained from bringing. 

7 For tho stuff they had was suffi¬ 
cient for all the work to mako it, and 
too much. 

8 And every wiso-hcarted man 
among them that wrought the work 
of the tabernacle made ten curtains 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and eoarlet; with cherubim 
of cunning work made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was 
twonty and eight cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits ; 
the ourtains were all of one size. 

10 Aod he coupled the five ourtains 
one unto another ; and the other five 
ourtains he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on 
the edge of one ourtain from the sel¬ 
vedge iu the coupling; likewise he 
mado in the uttermost side of another 
ourtain, in the ooupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one our¬ 
tain, and fifty loops made he in the 
edge of the ourtain whioh was iu the 
ooupling of the second; tho loops 
hold one ourtain to nuothor. 


13 And he made fifty tachea of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto 
another with the taches; so it be¬ 
came one tabernacle. 

14 And ho made curtains of goats' 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle; 
eleven curtains he made them. 

15 The length of one curtain wan 
thirty cut.is, and four cubits was the 
breadth of one curtain; the eleven cur¬ 
tains were of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains hy 
themselves, and six curtains by them¬ 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon 
the uttermost edge of the curtain in 
the coupling, and fifty loops made he 
upon the edge of the curtain which 
conpleth the seoond. 

18 And he made fifty tachcs of 
brass to couple the tent together, 
that it might be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the 
tent of rams' skins dyed red, and a 
covering of badgers’ Bkins above that. 

20 And he made boards for the 
tabernacle of shittim wood, standing 

1 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board 
one cubit and a half. 

22 One board had two tenons equally 
distant one from another; thus did 
he make for all the boards of the 
tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the 
tabernacle; twenty boards for the 
south side southward ; 

24 And forty sookets of silver he 
made under the twenty boards ; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sookets under an¬ 
other board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the 
tabernacle, whioh is toward the north 
corner, he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sookets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the taberna 
cle westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made be for the 
oornors of the tabernacle Id the two 
sides. 

29 And they were coupled beneath, 
and coupled together at tho head 
thoreof, to one ring ; thus he did to 
both of them in both the corners. 

30 And there were eight boards;

and their sockets wore sixteen sook- 
ets of silver, under every board two 
sockets. 

3] And be made bare of shittim 
wood; Gve for the boards of the one 
aide of the labcruaclo, 

32 And Gve bars for the boards of 
Iho other aide of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the tabor- 
nacle, for tho aides westward. 

33 AdA he mado tho middle bar to 
shoot through the boarda from tho one 
end to the other. 

31 And he overlaid the boardB with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to 
ho places for toe bars, and overlaid 
tho bars with gold. 

25 And he mado a veil of blue, and 
lurple and soarleL, and Guo twined 
iuen; with cherubim made he it of 
ounning work. 

36 Aud he made thereunto four pil¬ 
lars of shittim wood, and overlaid 
them with gold ; their hooka wore of 
gold; and ho cast for them four sock¬ 
ets of eilvor. 

37 And ho mado a hanging for the 
tabernacle door of bluo, and purple, 
aud scurlot, and fine twined liuon, of 
needlework ; 

39 And the Dve pillars of it with 
their hooks; aud ho overlaid their 
chapiters aud their fillets with gold; 
but their five sockets wore of brass. 

CUAPTBR XXXVII. 

Tfu furnishing of the tabernacle. 

ND Dozulocl made the ark of 
shittim wood; two cubits and 
a half was tho length of it, and a cubit 
and a half tho breadth of it, and a 
cubit and a half the height of it; 

2 And ho overlaid it with pure gold 
within and withoat, and made aorown 
of gold to it round about. 

3 And ho oast for it four rings of 
gold, to be set by the four corners of 
It; evon two rings upon the one side 
of it, and two rings upon the other 
aide of it. 

4 And he made staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

5 And he put tho staves into tho 
rings by the sides of the ark, to boar 
the ark. 

6 And he mado tho mercy seat of 
pure gold; two oubits and a half was 
the length thereof, and one oubit and 
a half tho breadth thereof. 

7 And ho mado two cherubim of 
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gold, beaten out of one piece made 
ho them, on the two ends of the mercy 
Beat; 

8 One cherub on the end on this 
side, and another cherub on the other 
end on that side; out of the meroy 
scat made ho the oherubim on the 
two ends thereof. 

9 And tho oherubim spread out their 
wings on high, and covered with their 
wings over the mercy scat, with their 
faces one to another: even to the 
mercy seatward were tho facos of the 
cherubim. 

10 And he mado tho table of shittim 
wood; two cubits was the length there¬ 
of, and aoubit the breadth thereof, and 
a cubit and a half the height thereof; 

11 And ho overlaid it with pure 
gold, and made thereunto a erown of 
gold round about. 

12 Also he mado thereunto a bor¬ 
der of a hand-breadth round about; 
and made a crown of gold for the bor¬ 
der Lhereof round about. 

13 And he cast for it four rings 
of gold, and pul the rings upon the 
four corners that wero in the four feet 
thereof. 

14 Over against the border were the 
rings, the places for the staves to bear 
the tahle. 

15 And he made the staves of shit¬ 
tim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold, to bear the tablo. 

16 And he made the vessels whioh 
were upon the table, his dishes, and 
his spoons, and his bowls, and his 
oovers to oover withal, of pure 
gold. 

17 And he made the oandlestiok of 
pure gold; of beaten work made he 
the cundloatick ; his shaft, and his 
branch, his howls, his knops, and his 
flowers, woro of tho same ; 

18 And six branohos going oat of 
the sides thereof; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side 
thereof, nnd throe branohes of the 
candlestick out of the other side 
thereof; 

19 Throe bowls made after the fash¬ 
ion of almonds in one br&noh, a 
knop and a flower; and three bowls 
made like almonds in another br&noh, 
a knop and a flower; so throughout 
the six branohes going out of the 
oandlestiok. 

20 And in the oandlestiok were four 
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bowlfl made like almonds, his knops, 
and his flowers ; 

21 And a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop 
nnder two branches of the same, 
according to the six branches going 
out of it. 

22 Their knops and their branches 
were of the Barne; all of it was one 
beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he made his seven lamps, 
and his snuffers, and his snuff-dishcB, 
of pure gold. 

24 Of a talent of pure gold made 
he it, and all the vessels thereof. 

23 And ho made the incense altar 
of shittim wood ; the length of it was 
a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; 
it was four-square; and two cubits 
was the height of it; the horns there¬ 
of were of tho same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold, both the top of it, and the sides 
thereof round about, and the horns 
of it; also he made unto it a crown 
of gold round about. 

27 And he made two rings of gold 
for it under the crown thereof, by tho 
two corners of it, upon the two sides 
thereof, to bo places for the staves to 
bear it w’ithal. 

28 And he made the staves of shit¬ 
tim wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

29 And he made the holy anointing 
oil, and tho pure incenBe of sweet 
spices, according to tho work of the 
apothecary. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

Thf. furnishing of the tabernacle. 

ND he made the altar of burnt 
offering of shittim wood; five 
cubits was the length thereof, and 
five cubits the breadth thereof; it 
was four-square; and three cubits the 
hoight thereof. . 

2 And he made the horns thoreof 
on the four corners of it; tho horns 
thereof were of the Bame ; and he 
overlaid it with brass. 

3 And he made all the vessels of tho 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basins, and the fleshhooks, and 
the firepans; all the vessels thereof 
made he of hrass. 

4 And he made for the altar a bra- 
sen grate of network, nnder the com- 
pasB thereof, beneath nnto the midst 

of it 


5 And he cast four rings for the 
four ends of the grate of brass, to be 
places for the staves. 

6 And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the 
rings on the sides of the altar, to bear 
it withal; he made the altar hollow 
with boards. 

8 And he mode the laver of brass, 
and the foot of it of brass, of the 
looking-glasses of tho women assem¬ 
bling, which assembled at the door of 
the tahemacle of the congregation. 

9 And he made the court; an tho 
south side southward the hangings 
of the court were of fine twined linen, 
a hundred cubits; 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and 
their hrazen sockets twenty; the 
hooks of tho pillars and their fillets 
were of silver. 

11 And for the north side the hang¬ 
ings were a hundred cubits, their pil¬ 
lars were twenty, and their sockets 
of brass twenty ; the hooks of the 
pillars, and their fillets of silver. 

12 And for the west Bide were hang¬ 
ings of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten; the hooks of 
the pillars and their fillets of silver. 

13 And for the east side eastward 
fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings of the one side of 
the gate were fifteen cubits: their 
pillars three, and their sockets three. 

15 And for the other side of the 
court-gate, on this hand and that 
hand, wore hangings of fifteen cubits ; 
their pillars three, and their sockets 
three. 

16 All the hangings of the court 
round about wore of fino twined linen, 

17 And tho sockets for tho pillars 
were of brass; the hookB of the pil¬ 
lars and their fillets of silver: and 
the overlaying of their chapiters of 
silver; and all tho pillars of the court 
were filleted with silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the oourt was needlework, of blue, 
and purplo, and scarlet, and fiDe 
twined linen ; and twenty cubits was 
the length, and the height in the 
breadth was five oubits, answerable 
to the hangings of the oourt. 

19 And their pillars were four, and 
their sockots of brass four; their 
hooks of silver, and the overlaying 
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of their chapiters and their fillets of 
silver. 

20 And all the pins of the taber¬ 
nacle, and of the court round about, 
were of braes. 

21 This is the sum of the tabornaole, 
even of tbe tabernacle of testimony, 
as it was counted, according to tho 
commandment of Mosee, for the ser¬ 
vice of tbe Levites, by the hand of 
Ithamar, son to Aaron the priest. 

22 And Bczaleol the son of Uri, 
the son of Ilur, of tbe tribe of Ju¬ 
dah, made all that tho Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

23 And with him was Aholiab, son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, 
an engraver, and a cunning work¬ 
man, and an embroiderer in blue, 
and in purplo, and in scarlet, and 
/ine linen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied 
for the work in all the work of the 
holy place, oven the gold of tho offer¬ 
ing, was twenty and nine talents, and 
seven hundred and thirty shekels, 
after tho shekel of the sanctuary. 

25 And tho silver of them that 
were numbered of the congregation 
was a hundred talents, and a thou¬ 
sand soven hundred and threescore 
and fifteen shekels, aftor tho shekel 
of the sanctuary ; 

26 A bekah for every man, that is, 
half a shekel, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for every one that went to 
be numberod, from twenty years old 
and upward, for six hundred thou¬ 
sand and three thousand and five 
hundred and fifty men. 

27 And of the hundred talents of 
silvor were oast tho sookets of tho 
sanctuary, and tho sookets of tho 
veil; a hundred sookets of the hun¬ 
dred talents, a talent for a socket. 

28 And of the thousand seven hun¬ 
dred seventy and five shekels he 
made hooks for the pillars, and over¬ 
laid their ohapiters, and filtetod them. 

29 And the brass of the offering 
was sevonty talents, and two thou¬ 
sand and four hundrod shekels. 

80 And therewith he made tho 
sockets to tho door of the tabornaole 
of the congregation, and the brazen 
altar, and tho brazen grate for it, and 
all the vessels of the altar, 

31 And the sookots of the oourt 
round about, and the sookets of the 


court gate, and all the piDB of the 
tabernacle, and all the pins of the 
court round about. 

CIIA ITER XXXIX. 

The clnihe* of service. 

ND of the blue, and purple, ano 
scarlet, they made clothes of 
service, to do servico in the holy 
place, and made the holy garments 
for Aaron; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

2 And he made the ephod of gold, 
blue, and purple, and soarlet, and 
fine twined linen. 

3 And they did beat the gold into 
thin plates, and cut it into wires, to 
work it in the bluo, and in the pur¬ 
ple, and in the scarlet, and in the 
fine linen, with ounning work. 

4 They made shoulder-picoes for it, 
to oouple it together; by the two 
edges was it ooupled together. 

5 And the curious girdle of his 
ephod, that was upon it, was of the 
same, according to the work thereof; 
of gold, blue, and purplo, and soarlet, 
and fine twined linon ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

6 And they wrought onyx stones 
inclosed in ouohos of gold, graven, 
as signets are graven, with the names 
of the children of Israel. 

7 And he put them on the ehoul- 
dors of the ephod, that they should 
bo stoneB for a memorial lo the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; as the Lord oom- 
mandod Moses. 

8 And he mado the breastplate of 
cunning work, like the work of the 
ephod ; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlot, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was four-square; they made 
the breastplate double; a span was 
the length thereof, and a span the 
breadth thoreof, being douhled. 

10 And thoy set in it four rows of 
stones; the first row was a sardius, 
a topaz, and a carbuncle; this was 
the first row. 

11 And tho second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper; they were In- 
olosed in ooohes of gold in their in- 
closings. 

14 And the Btones were aooordlng 
to the names of the ohildren of Is- 
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rael, twelve, according to their names, 
like the engravings of a signet, every 
one with his name, according to the 
twelve tribes. 

15 And they made upon the breast¬ 
plate chains at the ends, of wreathcn 
work of pure gold. 

10 And they made two oncheB of 
gold, and two gold rings, and put the 
two rings in the two ends of the 
breaBtplate. 

17 And they put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings on the 
ends of the breastplate. 

18 And the two ends of the two 
wreathen ohains they fastened in the 
two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulder-pieces of the ephod, before 
it. 

19 And they made two rings of 
gold, and put them on the two ends 
of the breastplate, upon the border 
of it, which was on the side of tbe 
ephod inward. 

20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides 
of the ephod underneath, toward the 
forepart of it, over against the other 
coupling thereof, above the curious 
girdle of the ephod. 

21 And they did hind the breast¬ 
plate by his rings unto the rings of 
the ephod with a lace of blue, that it 
might be above the ourious girdle of 
the ephod, and that tbe breastplato 
might not be loosed from the ephod : 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

22 And he made the robe of the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue. 

23 And there was a hole in the 
midst of the robo, as the hole of an 
habergeon, with a band round about 
the hole, that it should not rend. 

24 And they made upon the hems 
of the robe pomegranates of blue, 
and purple, and scarlot, and twined 
linen. 

25 And they made bells of pure 
gold, and put tho bells between the 
pomegranates upon the hem of the 
rohe, round about between the pome¬ 
granates ; 

20 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell 
and a pomegranate, round about the 
hem of the robe to minister in ; as 
the Lord oommandod Moses. 

27 And they made coats of fine 
linen of woven work for Aaron, and 
for his sons, 


| 28 And a mitre of fine linen, and 
j goodly bonnets of fine linen, and 
linen breeches of fine twined linen, 

29 And a girdle of fine twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, aDd scar¬ 
let, of needlework; as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

30 And they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, and wrote 
upon it a writing, like to the engrav¬ 
ings of a signet, HOLINESS TO 
THE LORD. 

31 And they tied unto it a lace of 
blue, to fasten it on high upon the 
mitre; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

32 Thus was all the work of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congre¬ 
gation finished; and the children nf 
Israel did according tc all that the 
Lord commanded Moses, so did tbey. 

33 And they brought the taberna¬ 
cle unto Moses, the teDt, and all his 
furniture, his taches, his boards, his 
bars, and his pillars, and his sockets; 

34 And the covering of rams’ skins 
dyed red, aDd the covering of badg¬ 
ers' skins, and the veil of the cover¬ 
ing ; 

35 The erk of the testimony, and 
tho staves thereof, and the mercy 
seat; 

36 The table, and all the vessels 
thereof, and tbe showbread; 

37 The pure oandlestiok, with the 
lamps thereof, even with the lamps 
to be set in order, and all the vessels 
thereof, and tho oil for light; 

38 And the golden altar, and the an¬ 
ointing oil, and the sweet incense, 
and the hanging for tho tabernacle 
door: 

39 The hraien altar, and hiB grate 
of brass, his staves, and all his ves¬ 
sels, the laver and his foot; 

40 Tho hangings of the court, hli 
pillars, and his sockets, and tho hang¬ 
ing for the court gate, his cords, and 
his pine, and all tbe vessels of tbe 
service of the tabernacle, for the tent 
of the congregation ; 

41 The clothos of servioe to do ser- 
vioo in the holy place, and the holy 
garments for Aaron the priest, and 
his sons’ garments, to minister in the 
priest’s office. 

42 According to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses, so the children of 
Israel made all the work. 
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43 And Moses did look npon all the 
work, and, behold, they had done it 
as tho Lord had commanded, even bo 
had they done it; and Mobcs blessed 
them. 

CHAPTER XL. 

T7i< tabernacle u reared—A cloud covcretA ii. 
ND the Lord spake onto Moses, 
Baying, 

2 On the Bret day of the first month 
vb a It Lhou set up the tabernacle of 
tho tnnt of the congregation. 

3 And thou shalt put therein the 
arh of the testimony, and cover the 
ark with the vei 1 . 

4 And thou ehalt bring in the table, 
and sot in order tho things that are 
to be set in order upon it; and thou 
shalt bring in the candlestick, and 
light the lamps thereof. 

5 And thou shalt set the altar of 
gold for the incense before the ark of 
the testimony, and put the hanging 
of tho door to the tabernacle. 

0 And thou shalt set the altar of 
the burnt offering before the door of 
the tabernacle of the tent of the con¬ 
gregation. 

7 And thou Bbolt set tho laver be¬ 
tween tho tent of the congregation 
and the altar, and shalt put water 
therein. 

0 And thou shalt set up tho court 
round about, and bang up tho hang¬ 
ing at the court-gate. 

9 And thou slmlt take the anoint¬ 
ing oil, and anoint the tabemnete, 
and all that is therein, and shalt 
hallow it, and all the vessels thereof; 
and it shall be holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoint Ibe altar 
of the burnt offering, and all his ves¬ 
sels, and sanctify the altar; and it 
shall be an altar most holy. 

11 And thou shall anoint the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify It. 

12 And thou Bhalt bring Aaron and 
bis sons onto the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and wash 
them with water. 

13 And thou shalt put upon Aaron 
the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and sanctify him; that ho may min¬ 
ister unto mo in tho priest's office. 

14 And thou shall bring his sons, 
and clotbe them with ooata ; 

15 And thou shall anoint them, as 
thoo didst anoint their faLber, that 
they may minister unto me in the 


priest's offloe, for their anointing 
shall surely be an everlasting priest¬ 
hood throughout their generations. 

16 Thus did Moses; according to 
all that the Lord commanded him, so 
did he. 

17 And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on the first 
day of the month, that the taberna¬ 
cle was reared up, 

16 And Moses reared up the taber¬ 
nacle, and fastened his sookets, and 
set up the boards thereof, and put in 
the bars thereof, and reared up his 
pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the lent 
over tho tabernacle, and put the cov¬ 
ering of the tent above upon it; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

20 And he took and put the testi¬ 
mony into the ark, and set the staves 
on the ark, and put the mercy seat 
above upon tho ark ; 

21 And he brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and sot up the veil of the 
covering, and covered the ark of the 
testimony ; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

22 And he put the table in the tent 
of the congregation, upon the side 
of Lhe tabernacle northward, without 
the veil. 

23 And ho set the bread in order 
upon it before the Lord; as the Lord 
had commanded Moses. 

24 And ho put the candlestioH in 
tbe tent of the congregation, over 
against tbo table, on tbe side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

25 And ho lighted the lamps before 
the Lord ; as tho Lord commanded 
Mobcs. 

20 And he put the golden altar in 
tbo tent of the congregation before 
tbo veil; 

27 And ho burnt sweet inoense there¬ 
on ; aH the Lord commanded Moses. 

28 And he set up tho hanging at 
tho door of tho tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt 
offering by tho door of the taberna¬ 
cle of the tent of the congregation, 
and offered upoD it the burnt offering 
and tho moat offering; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

30 And he set the laver between 
the teul of the congregation and the 
altar, and put water there, to wash 
withal. 
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31 And Moses and Aaron and his 
sons washed their hands and their 
feet thereat; 

32 When they went into the tent of 
the congregation, and when they 
came near unto the altar, they wash¬ 
ed : as the Lord commanded Moses. 

33 Vnd he reared up the court 
round about the tabernacle and the 
attar, and set up the hanging of the 
oourt-gate. So Moses finished the 
work. 

34 Then a cloud covered the tent of 
the congregation, and the glory of 
the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to en¬ 


ter into the tent of the congregation, 
because the cloud abode thereon, and 
the glory of the Lord filled the taber¬ 
nacle. 

36 And when the olond was taken 
up from over the tabernacle, the chil¬ 
dren of Israel went onward in all 
their journeys ; 

37 But if the oloud were not taken 
up, then they journeyed not till the 
day that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the Lord was 
upon the tabernaole by day, and fire 
was on it by night, in the sight of 
all the house of Israel, throughout all 
their journeys. 


LEVITICUS. 


CHAPTER I. 

The burnt offeringi. 

ND the Lord called unto Moses, 
and spake unto him out of the 
tabernaole of the congregation, say¬ 
ing, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man of 
you bring an offering unto the Lord, 
ye Bhall bring your offering of the 
cattle, even of tbe herd, and of the 
flock. 

3 If his offering be a burnt sacri¬ 
fice of the herd, let him offer a male 
without blemish; he shall offer it of 
his own voluntary will at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
before the Lord. 

4 And he shall put his hand upon 
the head of the burnt offering; and 
it shall be accepted for him to make 
atonement for him. 

5 And he shall kill the bullock be¬ 
fore the Lord; and the priests, 
Aaron’s sons, shall bring the blood, 
and sprinkle the blood round about 
upon the altar that is by the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

6 And he shall flay the burnt offer¬ 
ing, and cut it into his pieces. 

7 And the sons of Aaron the priest 
shall put fire upon the altar, and lay 
tbe wood in ordor upon the fire; 

8 And the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall lay the parts, the hoad, and the 
fat, in order upon the wood that is on 
the fire which is npon the altar; 

9 But his inwards and his legs shall 


ho wash in water; and the priest 
shall burn all on the altar, to be a 
burnt sacrifice, an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

10 And if his offering be of the 
flocks, namely, of the sheep, or of 
the goats, for a burnt sacrifice; 
he shall bring it a male without 
blemish. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side 
of the altar northward before the 
Lord ; and the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall sprinkle his blood round about 
upon the altar; 

12 And he shall out it into his 
pieoes, with his head and his fat; 
and the priest shall lay them in or¬ 
der on the wood that is on the fire 
whioh is upon the altar. 

13 But he shall wash the inwardb 
and the legs with water; and the 
priest shall bring it all, and born it 
upon the altar; it is a burnt sacrifice, 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour onto the Lord. 

14 And if the burnt sacrifice for 
his offering to the Lord be of fowls, 
then he shall bring his offering of 
turtle doves, or of young pigeons. 

15 And tbe prieBt shall bring it nn- 
to the altar, and wring off his head, 
and burn it on the altar; and the 
blood thereof shall be wrung out at 
the side of the altar; 

16 And he shall pluck away his 
crop with his feathers, aDd oast it be¬ 
side the altar on the east part, by the 
place of the ashes. 
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17 And he shall cleave it with the 
wings thereof, hut shall not divide it 
asunder ; and the priest shall burn it 
upon tho altar, upon the wood that 
is upon the flro; it ia a hurnt Bucri- 
floe, an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto tbo Lord 
CI1APTEK II. 

The meal offerings. 

A ND when any will offer a meat 
offering unto the Lord, his of¬ 
fering shall he of fine flour; and he 
Bhull pour oil upon it, and put frank¬ 
incense thereon. 

2 And he shnil bring it to Aaron's 
sons tho priests; arid he shall take 
thereout his handful of tho flour 
thereof, and of tho oil Ihcroof, with 
all tho frankinoenso thereof; and tho 
priest shall burn the memorial of it 
upon the altar, to bo an offering made 
by fire, of a sweot savour unto the 
Lord ; 

3 And tho remnant of the meat of¬ 
fering shall be Aaron's and his sons'; 
it is a thing most holy of tho offerings 
of the Lord made by fire. 

4 And if thou bring an oblation of 
a meat offering hakon in the oven, it 
shall bo unleavened oakes of fine 
flour mingled with oil, or unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil. 

5 And if thy oblation be a meat of¬ 
fering baken in a pan, it shall be of 
fine flour unleavened, mingled with 
oil. 

0 Thou shall part it in pieces, and 
pour oil thereon ; it is a moot offering. 

7 And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken in the frying-pan, it 
shall be made of fine flour with oil. 

8 Aud thou sbalt bring the meat 
offering that is made of these things 
unto tho Lord ; and when it is pre¬ 
sented unto the prioet, be shall bring 
U ^nto the allar. 

W And the priest shall take from 
the meat offering a memorial thereof, 
and shall burn it upon the altar; it 
is an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

10 And that whioh is left of tho 
moat offering shall be Aaron’s and 
his sons'; it is a thing most holy 
of the offerings of the Lord made hy 
fire. 

11 No meat offering, which ye shall 
oring unto the Lord, shall be made 
with leaven ; for ye shall burn no 


leaven, nor any honey, in any offer¬ 
ing of the Lord made by Are. 

12 As for the oblation of the first- 
fruits, ye shall offer thorn unto the 
Lord; but they shall not be hurnt on 
the altar for a sweet savour. 

13 And every oblation of thy meat 
offering shult thou season with salt; 
neither shalt thou suffer the Balt of 
the covenant of thy God to he look¬ 
ing from thy meat offering; with all 
thine offerings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat offer 
ing of thy first-fruits unto the Lord, 
thou shalt offer for the meat offering 
of thy first-fruits green ears of corn 
dried hy the fire, even oorn beaten 
out of full ears. 

15 And thou shalt pot oil upon It, 
aud lay frankincense tliereon ; it is a 
meat offering. 

10 And the priest shall burn the 
memorial of it, part of the beaten 
com thereof, ana part of the oil 
thereof, with all the frankinoense 
thereof; it is an offering made by fire 
unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER in. 

The peace offerings. 

A ND if his oblation be a sacrifice 
of peace offering, if he offer it 
of the herd, whether it be a male or 
female, he shall offer it without blem¬ 
ish before the Lord. 

2 And he shall lay his hand upon 
tho head of his offering, and kill it 
at tho door of the tabernacle of tho 
congregation; and Aaron's eonB the 
priests shall sprinkle the blood upon 
the attar round about. 

3 And he shall offer of the eaorifloe 
of the peaee offering an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord ; the fat that 
covcreth the inwards, and all the fat 
that is upon the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and tho 
fat that is on them, which is by tho 
flanks, and the canl above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away. 

5 And Aaron's sons shall burn It 
on tho altar opon the burnt saorifloe, 
whioh is upon the wood that is on 
the fire; it is an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

6 And if his offering for a saorifloe 
of peace offering unto the Lord he 
of the flock, male or female, he shell 
offer It without blemish. 
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7 If be offer a lamb for hiB offering, 
then shall he offer it before the Lord. 

8 And ho shall lay his hand npon 
the head of his offering, and kill it 
before tho tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation ; and Aaron’s sons shall sprin¬ 
kle the blood thereof round abont 
npon the altar. 

0 And he shall offer of the sacrifice 
of the peace offering an offering made 
hy fire unto tho Lord; the fat thereof, 
and the whole rump, it shall he take 
off hard by the backbone; and the 
fat that covereth the inwards, and all 
the fat that is upon the inwards, 

10 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is upon them, which is by 
the flanks, and the caul above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall he 
take away. 

11 And the priest shall bum it 
upon the altar; it is the food of the 
offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

12 And if his offering be a goat, then 
he shall offer it before the Lord. 

13 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of it, and kill it before tho 
tabernacle of the congregation ; and 
the sons of Aaron shall sprinkle the 
blood thereof upon the altar round 
about. 

14 And he shall offer thereof his 
offering, even an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord ; the fat that cov¬ 
ereth the inwards, and all the fat that 
is upon the inwards, 

15 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is npon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above tho liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away. 

16 And the priest shall burn them 
upon the altar; it is the food of the 
offering made by fire for a sweet sa¬ 
vour ; all the fat is the Lord’s. 

17 It shall be a perpetual statute for 
your generations throughout all your 
dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor 
hlood. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The hn offering*. 

ND the Lord spako onto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto tho children of Israel, 
aaying, If a soul Bhall sin through 
ignorance againBt any of ihe com¬ 
mandments of the Lord concerning 
Lhiuge whioh ought not to be done, 
and shall do against any of them; 


3 If the priest that is anointed do 
sin according to the sin of the peo¬ 
ple; then let him bring for his sin, 
which he hath sinned, a young bul¬ 
lock without blemish unto the Lord 
for a sin offering. 

4 And he shall bring the hoilock 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation before the Lord; and 
shall lay his hand npon the bullock’s 
head, and kill the bullock before the 
Lord. 

5 And the priest that is anointed 
shall take of the bullock’s blood, and 
bring it to the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation : 

6 And the priest 6hall dip his fin¬ 
ger in the blood, and sprinkle of the 
blood seven times before the Lord, 
beforo the veil of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of 
the blood upon the horns of the altar 
of sweet incense before the Lord, 
which is in the tabernacle of the 
congregation ; and shall pour all the 
blood of the bullock at the bottom of 
the altar of the burnt offering, which 
is at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

8 And he shall take off from it all 
the fat of the bullock for the sin offer¬ 
ing ; the fat that covereth the in¬ 
wards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

0 And the two kidneys and the fat 
that is npon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away, 

10 As it was taken off from the bul¬ 
lock of the sacrifice of peace offerings; 
and the priest shall burn them upon 
the altar of the burnt offering. 

11 And the skin of the bullook, and 
all his flesh, with his head, and with 
his legs, and hiB inwards, and his 
dung, 

12 Even the whole bullock shall he 
carry forth without the camp unto a 
clean plaoe, where the ashes are pour¬ 
ed out, and burn him ou the wood 
with fire ; where the ashes are ponr- 
od out shall he bo burnt, 

13 And if tho whole congregation of 
Israel sin through ignorance, and the 
thing ho hid from the eyes of the as¬ 
sembly, and they have done somewhat 
against any of the commandments of 
the Lord oonaerning things whioh 
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should not bo done, and are guilty ; 

14 When the sin whioh they have 
sinned against it, is known, thon the 
congregation shall offer a young bul¬ 
lock for the sin, and bring him be¬ 
fore the tabcrnaole of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

15 And the elders of the congrega¬ 
tion shall lay their hands upon the 
bead of the bullock before the Lord; 
and tho bullock shall bo killed before 
rhe Lord. 

16 And iho priest that iB anointed 
Bhall bring of the bullook's blood 
to the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion ; 

17 Aod tho priest shall dip his fin¬ 
ger in somo of the blood, and sprin¬ 
kle it sevon times before the Lord, 
even before tbo veil. 

18 And bo shall put some of the 
blood upon the horna of tho altar 
whioh is before tbo Lord, that is in 
tho tabernacle of tho congregation, 
and shall pour out all the blood at 
the bottom of tho altar of the burnt 
offering, which is at tho door of the 
tabernacle of iho congregation. 

10 And ho shuil take nil his fat from 
bitn, and burn it upon the altar. 

20 And ho shall do with the bullock 
as be did with tho bulleok for a sin 
offering, so shall he do with this ; and 
the priest shall make an atonement 
for them, and it shall bo forgiven 
them. 

21 And ho shall carry forth the bul¬ 
lock without tho camp, and burn him 
os be buruod tho first bullock ; it is a 
sin offering for tho oougrogation. 

22 When a ruler hath sinnod, and 
done somewhat through ignoranoe 
against any of the commandments 
of tho Lord his God concerning 
things whioh should not be done, and 
is guilty ; 

23 Or if his Hin, wherein he hath 
sinned, oorno to his knowledge ; ho 
ahull bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a inulo without blemish ; 

24 And he shnll lay his hand upon 
the bead of tho goat, and kill it in 
tho place where they kill the burnt 
offering before the Lord; it is a sin 
olloring. 

25 And tho priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his fin¬ 
ger, and put it upon the horns of the 
altar of burnt offering, and shall pour 


out his blood at the bottom of the 
altar of burnt offering. 

20 And he shall burn all hla fat 
upon the altar, as tho fat of the sacri¬ 
fice of peaoe offerings j and the priest 
shall make an atonemont for him as 
concerning his sin, and it shall be for¬ 
given him. 

27 And if any one of the common 

eople sin through ignorance, while 

o doeth somewhat against any of 

the commandments of the Lord eon* 
corning things which ought not to be 
done, and be guilty; 

28 Or if his sin, whioh he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge ; then 
he shall bring his offering, a kid of 
the goats, a female without blemish, 
for his sin whioh he hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
tho head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
burnt offering. 

30 And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and pat 
it upon tho horns of the altar of burnt 
offering, and shall pour out all the 
blood thereof at tho bottom of the altar. 

31 And be shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as tho fat is taken away 
from off the sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings; and the priest shall bum it 
upon the altar for & swoot savour 
unto the Lord ; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin 
offering, he shall bring it a female 
without blemish. 

33 And he shall lay his hand upon 
tho head of the sin offering, and ala} 
it for a sin offering in the plaoe where 
they kill the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of tho sin offering with his 
fingor, and put it upon the boms of 
the altar of burnt onoring, and shall 

our out all the blood thereof at the 

otlom of the altar; 

95 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is 
taken away from the sacrifioe of the 

1 >eaoo offerings; and the priest shall 
mrn them upon the altar, aooording 
to the offerings made by fire unto the 
Lord; and the priest shall make an 
atonoment for Lis Bin that he hath 
oommilted, and it shall be forgiven 
him. 
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OH AFTER V. I 11 But If he be not able to bring 

Offering* far tin. two turtle doves, or two young pigeons, 


A ND if a soul sin, aud hoar the 
voice of Bwearing, and is a wit- | 
ness, whether he hath seen or known 
of it; if he do not utter it, then he 
shall bear hiB iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unolean 
thing, whether it be a carcass of an 
unolean beast, or a carcass of unclean 
cattle, or the oaroass of unolean 
oreeping things, and if it be hidden 
from him ; he also shall be unolean, 
and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the unoloannesB of 
man, whatsoever unoleanness it be 
that a man shall be defiled withal, 
and it be hid from him; when he 
knoweth of it, then he shall be guilty. 
4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatsoever it be that a man shall 

f ironounoe with an oath, and it be hid 
rom him; when he knoweth of it, 
then he shall he guilty in ono of these. 
5 And it shall bo, when ho shall be 
guilty in one of those things, that he 
shall confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing; 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto Lhe Lord for his sin 
whioh he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb, or a kid of the 
goats, for a sin offering; and the 
riest Bhall make an atonement for 
im concerning his sin. 

7 And if ho be not able to bring a 
Iamb, then he shall bring for his 
trespass, whioh he hath committed, 
two turtle dovos, or two young 
pigeons, unto the Lord ; one for a 
sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which is 
for the sin offering first, and wring 
off his head from his neck, but shall 
not divide it asunder; 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of 
the altar; and tho rest of the blood 
shall be wrung out at the bottom of 
the altar; it is a sin offering. 

10 And ho shall offer the second for 
a burnt offering, according to the 
manner; and the priost shall make 
an atonoment for him for his sin 
whioh he hath sinned, and it shall ho 
forgiven him. 


then he that sinned shall bring for 
his offering the tenth part of an ephab 
of fine flour for a sin offering; he 
shall put no oil upon it, neither Bhall 
he put any frankiucenoe thereon; for 
it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the 

riest, and the priest shall take his 

andful of it, even a memorial there¬ 
of, and burn it on the altar, aceo-ding 
to the offerings made by fire unto the 
Lord ; it is a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned in one of 
these, and it shall be forgiven him ; 
and the remnant shall be the priest’s, 
as a meat offering. 

14 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy 
things of the Lord; then he shail 
bring for his trespass unto the Lord 
a ram without blemish out of rho 
flocks, with thy estimation by shekels 
of silver, after the shekel of 
sanctuary, for a trespass offering; 

16 And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in the 
holy thing, and shall add the fifth 
part thereto, and give it unto the 
priest; and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass offering, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

17 And if a soul sin, and commit 
any of these things which are for 
bidden to be done by the command¬ 
ments of the Lord ; thongh he wist it 
not, yot is he guilty, and Bhall bear 
his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram with¬ 
out blemish out of the flook, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass offering, 
unto the priest; and the priost shall 
make an atonement for him concern¬ 
ing bis ignorance wherein he erred 
and wist it not, and it Bhall be for¬ 
given him. 

19 It is a trespass offering; he hath 
certainly Irespassod against the Lord. 

CUAITKR VI. 

Sundry offeringt. 

Nl) the Lord spake unto Mosea, 
saying, 

2 If a soul sin, aud commit a trva-

aBd against the Lard, and lio unto | 

is neighbour in that whioh ivu ; 
delivered him to keep, or in fellow¬ 
ship, or in a thing taken away by 
violence, or hath dccoived hifl neigh¬ 
bour; 

3 Or have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, and 
sweareth falsely; in any of all these 
that e man doeth, sinning therein ; 

4 Thin it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall 
restoro that whioh ho took violently 
away, or tbe thing which he hath 
deceitfully gotten, or that wbich was 
delivered him to keep, or the lost 
thiDg which he found, 

£ Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely; ho shall even roslore 
it in the principal, and shall add the 
fifth part more thorcto, and give it 
unto him to whom it appertained, 
in the day of his trespass offering. 

6 And ho shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord, a ram without 
blemish out of the flock, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass offering, 
unto the priest; 

7 And the priest shall make an 
atonemont for him beforo the Lord; 
and it shall be forgiven him for any 
thing of all that he hath done in 
trospassing thorcin. 

8 And the Lord spake unto Mosos, 
saying, 

0 Command Aaron and his sons, 
saying, This is the law of the burnt 
offering; It is the burnt offering, be- 
cuuse of the burning upon Iho altar 
all night unto the morning, and the 
fire of the altar shall be burning in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on bis 
linen garment, and his linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and take 
up tho ashes whioh the firo hath con¬ 
sumed with the burnt offering on the 
altar, and be shall put them beside 
tho altar. 

11 And ho shall put off his garments, 
and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the ashes without the camp 
unto a olean place. 

12 And tho firo upon the altar shall 
he burning in it; it shall not ho put 
out; and the priest shall hurn wood 
on it every morning, and lay the 
burnt offering in ordor upon it; and 
he shall burn thorcon the fat of the 
peace offerings. 
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13 The fire shall ever be burning 
upon the altar; it shall never go out. 

14 And this is the law of the meat 
offering; Tho sons of Aaron shall 
offer it before the Lord, heforo the 
altar. 

16 And he shall take of it his hand¬ 
ful, of the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the 
frankincense whioh is upon the meat 
offering, and shall burn it upon the 
altar for a sweet savour, even the me¬ 
morial of it, unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat; with unleav¬ 
ened bread shall it be eaten in the 
holy place ; in the court of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation they shall 
eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with lea¬ 
ven. I have given it unto them for 
their portion of my offerings made 
by fire; it is most holy, as is the sin 
offering, and as the trespass offering. 

18 AH the males among the chil¬ 
dren of Aaron shall eat of it. It 
shall be a statute for ever in your 
generations concerning tho offerings 
of the Lord made by firo; every one 
that lonoheth them shall he holy. 

19 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

20 This is the offering of Aaron 
and of his sons, whioh they Shall 
offer unto the Lord in the day when 
he is anointed; the tenth part of an 
ephah of fine flour for a meat offer¬ 
ing perpetual, half of it in the morn¬ 
ing, ana half thereof at night. 

21 In a pan it shall be made with 
oil; and when it is baken, thou shalt 
bring it in ; and the baken pieoes of 
the meat offering shalt thou offer for 
a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

22 And the priests of his sons that 
is anointod in his stoad shall offer it; 
it is a statute for ever unto the Lord; 
it shall be wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt; it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

25 Spoak unto Aaron and to his 
sons, saying, This is the law of the 
sin offering; In the plooe where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the sin 
offering be killed before the Lord; il 
is most holy. 
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26 The priest that offereth it for Bin 
shall eat it; in the holy place shall it 
be eaten, in the court of the- taberna¬ 
cle of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy ; and when there 
is sprinkled of the blood thereof upon 
any garment, thou BhAlt wash that 
whereon it was sprinkled in the holy 
place. 

28 But the earlhen vessel whorein 
it is sodden shall be broken ; and if 
it be sodden in a brazen pot, it shall 
be both scoured, and rinsed in water. 

29 All the males among the priests 
Bhall eat thereof; it ib most holy. 

30 And no Bin offering, whereof any 
of the blood is brought into the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation to reconcile 
withal in the holy place, shall be 
eaten; it shall be bnrnt in the fire. 

CHAPTER vrr. 

The law of offerings. 
IKEWTSE this is the law of the 
trespass offering; it is most holy. 

2 In the place where they kill the 
burnt offering shall they kill the tres¬ 
pass offering ; and the blood thereof 
shall he sprinkle round about upon 
tbo altar. 

3 And he shall offer of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul that is above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away; 

5 And the priest shall burn them 
apon the altar for an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord ; it is a trespass 
offering. 

6 Every male among the priests shall 
eat thereof; it shall be eaten in the 
boly place ; it iB most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is the 
trespass offering ; there is one law for 
them ; the priest that maketh atone¬ 
ment therewith shall have iL 

8 And the priest that offereth any 
man’s burnt offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the 
burnt offering which he hath offered. 

9 And all the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that iB 
Area sod in the frying-pan, and in the 
pan, shall be the priest’s that offer¬ 
eth it. 

10 And every meat offering, min¬ 


gled with oil, and dry, shall all the 
sons of Aaron have, one as much as 
another. 

11 And this is the law of the sac¬ 
rifice of peace offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the Lord. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer with the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unleavened cakes 
mingled with oil, and unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil, and cakes 
mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of hia 
peace offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out 
of the whole oblation for a heave 
offering unto the Lord, and it shall 
be the priest's that sprinkleth the 
blood of the peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings for thanksgiving 
shall be eaten the same day that it is 
offored; he shall not leave any of it 
until the morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offering 
be a vow, or a voluntary offering, it 
shall be eaten the same day that he 
offereth his sacrifice; and on the mor¬ 
row also the remainder of it shall be 
eaten; 

17 But the remainder of the flesh 
of the sacrifice on the third day shall 
be burnt with fire. 

18 And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peaco offerings be 
eaten at all on the third day, it shall 
not be accepted, neither shall it be 
imputed onto him that offereth it; it 
shall be an abomination, and the 
soul that eateth of it shall bear hi> 
iniquity. 

19 And the flesh that touoheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten ; it 
shall be bnrnt with fire; and as for 
tho flesh, all that be clean shall eat 
thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offer 
ings, that pertain unto the Lord, 
having bis uncleannoss npon him, 
even that bouI shall be out off from 
his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touoh any nnoloan thing, as the tm- 
cleanness of man, or any uncl'Mii 
beast, or any abominable unclean 
thing, and eat of the flejh of th« 
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Huiificc of peace offerings, which 
ju rliiin unto the Lord, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

22 Aud the Lord spake udIo Moses, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saying, Yo shall cat no manner 
of fat, of ox, or of sheep, or of goat, 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which is lorn with beasts, may be 
□Bed in any other uso; but yo shall 
in no wise cat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of 
tho beast, of which men offer an offer¬ 
ing made by tire unto the Lord, even 
the soul thnt eateth it shall bo cut off 
from his people. 

20 Moreover yo shall eat no manner 
of blood, whether it be of fowl or of 
beast, iii any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any mannor of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his poople. 

28 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

20 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saying, He that offeroth tho 
siLcrilice of his peace offerings unto 
tho Lord, shall bring his oblation 
unto the Lord of the saoriGce of bis 
peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the 
offerings of tho Lord made by Gre, 
the fat with tho breast; it shall ho 
bring, that the breast may be waved 
for a wave offering before the Lord. 

31 Aud the priest shall burn the fat 
upon tho altar; but tho breast shall 
be Aaron’s and his sons'. 

32 And the right shoulder Bha.ll ye 
give unto tho priest for a heave offer¬ 
ing of the saoriGces of your peace 
offerings. 

33 He among the sons of Aaron, 
that offeroth the blood of the peace 
(•Oerings, and tho fat, shall have the 
right shoulder for his part. 

34 For tho wave breast and tho 
heave shoulder have I taken of the 
ehildren of Israel from off tho Bacri- 
floee of their peace offerings, and have 
given them unto Aaron the priost 
and unto his sone, by a statute for 
ever, from among the ohildren of 
Israel. 

35 This is the portion of the anoint¬ 
ing of Aaron, and of tho anointing 
of his sons, oat of the offerings of the 


Lord made by fire, in the day when 
he presented them to minister nnto 
the Lord in the priest’s office ; 

30 Which the Lord commanded to 
he given them of the children of 
Israel, in the day that he anointed 
them, hy a statute for ever through¬ 
out their generations. 

37 This is the law of the burnt offer¬ 
ing, of the meat offering, and of the 
sin offering, and of tho trespass offer¬ 
ing, and of the consecrations, and of 
the saoriGce of the peaco offerings; 

38 Which the Lord commanded 
Moses in mount Sinai, in the day 
thAt he commanded the children of 
Israel to offer their oblations unto the 
Lord, in the wilderness of Sinai. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Motet consecroteth Aaron and hit ton*— 
Their offeringt. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Take Aaron and his sone with 
him, and the garments, and the 
anointing oil, and a bullock for the 
sin offering, and two rams, and a 
basket of unleavened bread; 

3 And gather thou all the congrega¬ 
tion together unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And Moses did as the Lord com¬ 
manded him; and the assembly was 
gathered together unto the door of 
the tahornacle of the congregation. 

5 And Moses said unto the congre¬ 
gation, This is the thing whioh the 
Lord commanded to be done. 

0 And Moses brought Aaron and his 
sons, and washed them with water. 

7 And he put upon him the coat, 
and girded nim with the girdle, and 
olothod him with the roho, and put 
the ephod upon him, and he girded 
him with the ouriouB girdle of the 
ephod, and bound it unto him there¬ 
with. 

8 And he put the broantplate upon 
him; also he put in the hreastplat* 
the Urim and tno Thummim. 

9 And ho put the mitre upon his 
head : also upon the mitre, even upon 
bis fore-front, did he put the golden 
plate, the holy crown; as the Lord 
commandod Moses. 

10 And Moses took the anointing 
oil, and anointed the tabernacle ana 
all that was therein, and BanetiAed 
them. 
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11 And ho sprinkled thereof upon 
the altar seven times, and anointed the 
altar and all bis vessels, both the 
laver and his foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anointing 
oil upon Aaron's head, and anointed 
him, to sanctify him. 

13 And Moses brought Aaron's Bons, 
and put coats upon them, and girded 
them with girdles, and put bonnets 
upon them ; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the Bin offering; and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the bullock for a sin offering. 

15 And he slew it; and Moses took 
the blood, and put it upon the horns 
of the altar round about with his 
finger, and purified the altar, and 
poured the blood at the bottom of the 
altar, and sanctified it, to make re¬ 
conciliation upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above 
the liver, and the two kidm-ys, and 
their fat, and Moses burned it upon 
the altar. 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt with 
fire without the camp ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

18 And he brought the ram for the 
burnt offering; and Aaron and his 
eons laid their hands upon the head 
of the ram. 

19 And he killed it; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
ronnd aboat. 

20 And he out the ram into pieces; 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and 
the legs in water; and Moses burnt 
the whole ram upon the altar; it was 
a burnt sacrifice for a sweet savour, 
and an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

22 And he brought the other ram, 
the ram of consecration; and Aaron 
and his soub laid their hands upon 
the head of tbc mm. 

23 And ho slow it; and Moses took 
of the blood of it, and put it apon the 
tip of Aaron’s right ear, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great too of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron's ions, 


and Moses put of the blood upon the 
tip of their right car, and upon the 
thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon tho great toes of their right 
feet; and Moses sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar round nbout. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was upon 
the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and theii 
fat, and the right shoulder; 

26 And out of the basket of un 
leavened bread, that was before th« 
Lord, he took one unleavened Ci.ke, 
and a cake of oiled bread, and one 
wafer, and put them on the fat, and 
upon the right shoulder; 

27 And he put all upon Aaron's 
hands, and upon his son’s hands, and 
waved them for a wave offering be¬ 
fore the Lord. 

28 And Moses took them from off 
their hands, and burnt them on the 
altar upon the burnt offering; they 
were consecrations for a sweet savour; 
it is an offering made by fire onto 
tho Lord. 

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before 
the Lord ; for of the ram of consecra¬ 
tion it was Moses’ part; as the Lord 
oommanded Moses. 

30 And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon 
the altar, and sprinkled it upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
apon his eons, and apon his sons’ 
garments with him; and snnotified 
Aaron, and his garments, and his 
sons, and his sons’ garments with 
him. 

31 And Moses said onto Aaron and 
to his sons, Boil the flesh at the door 
of the tabernacle of tho congregation; 
and there eat it with the bread that is 
in the basket of consecrations, as I 
commanded, saying, Aaron and hii 
sons shall eat it. 

32 And that which remaineth of :he 
flesh and of the bread shall ye lorn 
with fire. 

33 And ye shall not go out of the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation in seven days, until the days 
of your consecration be at an ond; 
for seven days shall he consecrate yon. 

34 As he hath dono this day, so 
the Lord hath oommajidod to do, to 
make an atonement for yon. 
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36 Therefore shall ye abide at the 
door of the tabernacle of the oongro- 
gatiou day and night Bcven days, 
and keep the charge of the Lord, that 
ye dio not; for so I am commanded. 

36 So Aaron aud his sons did all 
things which the Lord oommanded 
by the hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Tht fir it offerings iff Aaron—Fire cometh 
f rum the Lord. 

Nl) it came to pass on the eighth 
day, that Moses called Aaron 
and his sons, and the elders of Israel; 

2 And he Baid unto Aaron, Take 
thee a young calf for a sin offering, 
and a ram for a burnt offering, with¬ 
out blemish, and offer them before 
the Lord. 

3 And unto the ohildron of Israel 
thou shalt speak, saying, Take ye a 
kid of the goats for a sin offering; 
and a calf and a lamb, both of the 
first year, without btomish, for a 
burnt offering. 

4 Also a bullock and a ram for 
poaco offerings, Lo sacrifice boforo the 
Lord ; and a meat offering mingled 
with oil; for to-day the Lord will 
appear unto you. 

5 And they brought that whioh 
Moses commanded before the taber- 
uacle of the congregation; and all 
tlio congregation drew near and stood 
before the Lord. 

6 Aud Moses said, This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded that ye 
should do; and the glory of the Lord 
shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go 
unto tho altar, and offer thy sin offer¬ 
ing, and thy burnt offering, and make 
an atonement for thyself, and for the 
people ; and offor the offering of the 
people, and make an atonement for 
them; as the Lord commanded. 

8 Aaron Lhoreforo went unto the 
altar, and slow tbo oalf of the sin 
offering, which was for himself. 

9 And tho sons of Aaron brought 
the blood unto him; and he dipped 
his finger in tho blood, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 
of the altar; 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, 
and the oaul above Lhe liver of the 
sin offering, he burnt upon the altar, 
as the Lord oommanded Moses, 


11 And the flesh and the bide he 
burnt with fire without Lhe camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offering; 
and Aaron’s sons presented unto him 
tho blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto him, with the pieces 
thereof, and the head; and he burnt 
them upon the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards 
and the legs, aud burnt them upon 
tho burnt offering on the altar. 

15 And he brought the people's 
offering, and took the goat, which 
was the sin offering for the people, 
and slew it, and offered it for sin, as 
the first. 

10 And he brought the burnt offer¬ 
ing, and offered it according to the 
manner. 

17 And he brought the meat offer¬ 
ing, and took a handful thereof, and 
burnt it upon the altar, besides the 
burnt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which was for the people; and A aron's 
sons presented nnto him the blood, 
which he sprinkled upon tho altar 
round about, 

19 And tho fat of the bullock and 
of the ram, the rump, and that 
whioh oovereth the inwards, and 
the kidneys, and the oaul above the 
liver; 

20 - And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon 
the altar; 

21 And the broasts and the right 
shoulder Aaron waved for a wave 
offering before the Lord; as Moses 
commanded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them; 
and camo down from offering of the 
sin offering, and the bnmt offering, 
and peooe offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the t&bernaole of the congregation, 
and came out, and blessed the people; 
and the glory of the Lord appeared 
unto all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and oonsumed upon 
the altar the burnt offoring and the 
fat; whioh when all the peoplo saw, 
they shouted, and fell on then 
focea 
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CHAPTER X. 

Wadab and Abihv art burned—The prutU 
are forbidden urine. 

A ND Nadab and Abihu, tho sons 
of Aaron, Look cither of them 
hiB censer, and put fire therein, and 
put incense thereon, and offered 
strange firo before the Lord, which 
he commanded them not. 

2 Ar.-? there went out firo from the 
t 1 , and devoured them, and they 
died before the Lord. 

3 Then Moses said unto Aaron, 
This is it that tho Lord spake, say¬ 
ing, I will be sanctified in them that 
come nigh me, and before all the peo- 

E le I will be glorified. And Aaron 
eld his peace. 

4 And Mosee called Mishael and 
Elzaphan, the sons of XJzziel the 
uncle of Aaron, and said unto them. 
Come near, carry your brethren 
from before the sanctuary out of the 
camp. 

5 So they went near, and oarried 
them in their coats out of the camp j 
as Moses had said. 

6 And Moses said unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar, and unto Ithamar, his 
eons, Uncover not your heads, neither 
rend your clothes; lest ye die, and 
lest wrath come upon all the people; 
but let your brethren, the whole house 
of Israel, bewail the burning which 
the Lord hath kindled. 

7 And ye eball not go out from 
the door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, lest ye die; for the anoint¬ 
ing oil of the Lord is upon you. And 
they did aocording to the word of 
Moaes. 

8 And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
saying, 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong 
drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee, 
when ye go into the tabernacle of the 
congregation, lest ye die ; it shall be 
a Btatute for ever throughout yonr 
generations ; 

10 And that ye may put difference 
between holy and unholy, and be¬ 
tween unclean and clean; 

11 And that ye may teaoh the chil¬ 
dren of Israel all the statutes whioh 
the Lord hath spoken unto them by 
the hand of Mosee. 

12 And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
and unto Eloasar and unto Ithamar, 
his sons that were left. Take the meat 


offering that remaineth of the offer¬ 
ings of the Lord made by fire, and 
eat it without leaven beside tbe altar; 
for it iB most holy. 

13 And ye shall eat it in tho holy 
place, because it is thy due, and thy 
eons’ due, of the sacrifices of the 
Lord made by fire; for so l am com¬ 
manded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean 
place; thou, and thy sons, and thy 
daughters with thee; for they be thy 
due, and thy sons’ due, which are 
given out of the sacrifices of peace 
offerings of the children of Israel. 

15 The heave shoulder and the 
wave breast shall they bring with the 
offerings made by fire of the fat, to 
wave it for a wave offering before 
the Lord; and it shall be thine, and 
thy sons' with thee, by a statute for 
ever; as the Lord bath commanded. 

16 And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin offering, and, be- 

•hold, it was burnt; and he was angry 
with Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons 
of Aaron which were left alive, say¬ 
ing, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the 
sin offering in the holy place, seeing 
it is most holy, and Goa hath given 
it yon to bear the iniquity of the 
congregation, to make atonement for 

I them before the Lord? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
, brought in within the holy place; 

ye should indeed have eaten it in the 
holy place, as I commanded. 

16 And Aaron said nnto Moses, Be¬ 
hold, this day have they offered their 
sin offering and their burnt offering 
before the Lord; and such things 
have befallen me; and if I had 
eaten the sin offering to-day, should 
it have been accepted in the sight 
of tho Lord ? 

20 And when Moses heard that, be 
was oontent. 


CHAPTER XI. 

What may, and \chal may not be eaten. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and to AArou, saying unto them, 
2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, These are the beasts whioh 
ye shall eat among all the beasts 
that are on the earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and 
is cloven-footed, and oheweth the 
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end, among the beasts, that shall ye 
eat. 

4 Nevertheless, these shall ye Dot 
eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the hoof; as the 
camel, becauso ho chcwetb the cud, 
but divideth not the hoof; ho is un¬ 
dean unto you. 

5 And the coney, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unolcan unto you. 

fl And the hare, because he ohew- 
otb the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unclonn unto you. 

7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be cloven-footed, yet 
he oheweth not the cud ; be is un- 
olean to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, 
and their carcass shall ye not touch ; 
they are uuclean to you. 

9 These shall ye eat of all that 
are in the waters; whatsoever hath 
fins and scales in the waters, in the 
seas, and in the rivers, them shall 
ye eat. 

10 And all that have not flnB and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that inovo in the waters, and 
of any living thing which is in the 
waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you; 

11 They Bhall ho even an abomi¬ 
nation unto you ; yc shall not eat of 
thoir flesh, but ho shall have their 
carcasses in ahomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor 
scales in the waters, that shall be an 
abomination unto you. 

13 And these arc they which ye 
shall have in abomination among the 
fowls; they shall not be eaten, they 
arc an abomination ; the eagle, and 
the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

H And the vulturo, and the kite 
after hie kind; 

15 Every raven aflor bis kind ; 

10 And the owl, ond tho night- 
hawk, and the ouokoo, and tho hawk 
after hie kind. 

17 And tho little owl, and the cor¬ 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And tbo swan, and the pelican, 
and tho gior eagle, 

19 And tho stork, tho heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

20 All fowls that oroep, going upon 
all four, shall be an abomination unto 

fOU. 
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21 Tot these may ye cat of every 
flying oreeping thing that gocth upon 
all four, which have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earth: 

22 Even those of them ye may eat; 
the locust after his kind, and the 
hald locust after bis kind, and the 
heetle after his kind, and the grass¬ 
hopper after his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping 
things, which have four feet, shall be 
an abomination unto you. 

24 And for those ye shall be un¬ 
clean ; whosoever toucheth the car- 
oass of them shall be andean until 
the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth aught 
of the carcass of them shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

26 The carcasses of every heast 
which divideth the hoof, and is not 
oloven-footed, nor ohoweth the oud, 
are undean nnto you; every one 
that toucheth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beasts 
that go on all four, those are un¬ 
clean unto you; whoso toucheth I heir 
oarcass Bhall he unclean until the even. 

28 And he that heareth the carcass 
of them shall wash his clothes, and 
be unolcan until the even ; they are 
unclean unto you. 

29 These also shall be unclean unto 
yon among the oreeping things that 
oroep upon the earth; the weasel, 
and the mouse, and the tortoise after 
his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chame¬ 
leon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole. 

31 Those are andean to you among 
all that creep; whosoever doth touoh 
them, when they be dead, shall be 
uncloan until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of 
them, when they aro dead, doth fall, 
it shall be unolean; whether it be 
any vessel of wood, or raiment, or 
skin, or sack, whatsoever vessel it be, 
wherein any work is done, it must 
be put into water, and it shall be 
unolean until the even ; so it shall 
be oleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falloth, whatsoever 
is in it shall be unolean; and yt 
shall break it. 
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34 Of all meat whioh may be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh 
ahall bo unclean; and all drink that 
may bo drunk in every such vessel 
shall bo unclean. 

35 And everything whereupon any 
pari of their carcass fullelh shall bo 
unclean; whether it be oven, or ranges 
for pots, they shall be broken down ; 
for they are unclean, and shall be 
unclean unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, 
shall be clean; but that which touch- 
eth their oaroass shall bo andean. 

37 And if any part of their carcass 
fall upon any sowing seed which iB 
to be sown, it shall be dean. 

38 But if any water be put upon 
the seed, and any part of their car- 
oass fall thereon, it shall be unclean 
unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye 
may eat, die; he that touohelh the 
oarcass thereof shall be unclean until 
the even. 

40 And he that calclh of the car¬ 
cass of it shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even ; he also 
that bcareth the carcass of it shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean un¬ 
til the even. 

41 And overy creeping thing that 
oreepoth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination ; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the bel¬ 
ly, and whatsoever goetn upon all 
four, or whatsoever hath more feet 
among all creeping things that creep 
upon the earth, them ye shall not 
eat; for they are an abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that oreepeth, neithor shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Lord your God; 
ye shall therefore sanotify yourselves, 
and ye shall bo holy ; for I am ho¬ 
ly; neither shall yo defile yourselves 
with any manner of creeping thing 
that oreepeth upon the earth. 

45 For I am tho Lord that bring- 
eth you up out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God; ye shall therefore be 
holy, for I am holy. 

46 This is the law of the hoasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every living 
oreature that movelh in the waters, 


and of every creature that oreepeth 
upon the earth ; 

47 To make a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and be¬ 
tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The laws of purification. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children ol teracl, 
saying. If a woman have conceived 
seed, and borne a man child, then 
she shall be unclean seven days: 
according to the days of the separa¬ 
tion for her infirmity shall she be 
unalean. 

3 And in the eighth day, the man 
child shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in 
the time of her purifying which shall 
be three and thirty days; Bhe shall 
touch no hallowed thing, nor come 
into the sanctuary, until the days of 
her purifying be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, then 
sbe shall be unclean two weeks, as in 
her separation; and she shall con¬ 
tinue in the time of her purifying 
threescore and Bix days. 

6 And when the days of her puri¬ 
fying are fulfilled, for a son, or for a 
daughter, she shall bring a lamb of 
the first year for a burnt offering, 
and a young pigeon, or a turtle dove, 
for a sin offering, unto the door of 
the tahernacle of the congregation, 
unto the priest; 

7 Who shall offer it before the Lord, 
and make an atonement for her; and 
she shall be oleansed from the issue 
of her blood. This is the law for her 
that hath borne a male or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two turtles, 
or two young pigeons; the one for 
the burnt offering, and the other for 
a sin offering: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for her, and she 
shall be clean. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The laws and tokens of leprosy. 

ND the Lord epake unto Moses 
and Aaron, saying, 

2 When a man shall have in the 
skin of his fiesh a rising, a scab, or 
bright spot, and it he in the skin 
of his flesh like the plague of leprosy; 
then ho shall he brought unto Aaron 
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the priest, or unto one of his eons the 
priests; 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh; and 
when the hair in the plague is turned 
white, and the plaguo in sight be 
deeper than the sain of his flesh, it is 
a plague of leprosy; and the priest 
shall look on him, and pronounce him 
unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flesh, and in sight bo not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned whito; then 
the priest shall shut up him that hath 
the plague Seven days ; 

5 And the priosl shall look on him 
the seventh day; and, behold, if tho 
plague in his Bight be at a stay, and 
I he plague spread not in Lhe skin; 
tbon the priest shall shut him up 
aevon days more; 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the sevontli day; and, bohold, 
if the plague bo somewhat dark, and 
tho plague Bpread not in the skin, tbe 
priest shall pronounoe him cloan ; it 
is but a scab; and ho shall wash his 
olothos, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much abroad 
in the skin, after that ho hath been 
scon of the priest for his oleaasing, 
ho shall be seen of the priest again ; 

8 And if the priest see that, behold, 
lhe scab spreadoth in the akin, then 
tbe prieat shall pronounoo him un¬ 
clean ; it is a leprosy. 

9 When tho plague of leprosy is in 
a man, then he shall bo brought unto 
Iheprioat; 

10 And the priest shall see him; 
and, behold, it the rising bo white in 
lhe skin, and it have turned tho hair 
white, and there bo quick raw flesh 
in the rising; 

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin 
of his fleHh, and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounoe him unclean, and Bhall not 
shut him up; for he is unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy hreak out abroad 
in tho skin, and the leprosy oovor all 
tho skin of him that hath tho plaguo 
from his head even to his foot, where- 
noevor the priost looketh ; 

13 Then (lie priost shall consider; 
and, bohold, if tho leprosy have cov¬ 
ered all his floah, ho shall pronounoe 
him clean that bulb the plaguo; it is 
all turned wblto; ho is clean 
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14 But when raw flesh appeareth in 
him, he shall be unolean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounoe him to be un¬ 
clean ; for the raw fleBh is unolean ; 
it is a leprosy. 

10 Or if the raw flosh tarn agaiD, 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
oome unto the priest; 

17 And the priest shall see him; 
and, behold, if the plagne be turned 
into white ; then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean that hath the 
plague; ho is olean. 

Id The flesh also, in which, even in 
the skin thoreof, was a boil, and is 
healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil there 
be a whito rising, or a bright spot, 
white, and somewhat reddish, and it 
be showed to the priest; 

20 And if, when tho priest seeth it, 
behold, it be in sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white ; the priest shall prononnob him 
unclean ; it is a plague of leprosy 
broken out of tbe boil. 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairB there¬ 
in, and if it he not lower than tbe 
skin, but bo somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him np seven days ; 

22 And if it spread much abroad in 
the skin, then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him unolean ; it is a plagne. 

23 But if the bright spot stay in 
his plftco, and spread not, it is a 
burning boil; and the priest shall 
pronounce him olean. 

24 Or if there be any flesh, in the 
skin whereof there is a hot burning, 
aud tbe quiok flesh that bameth have 
a while bright spot, somewhat rod- 
dish, or white ; 

25 Then the priest Bhall look apon 
it; and, behold, if the hair in the 
bright Bpot bo turned whito, and It be 
in Bight deeper than the skin; it is a 
leprosy broken OQt of the burning; 
wherefore the priest shall pronounce 
him unolean ; It is the plague of 
leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no whito hair in the 
bright spot, and it bo no lower than 
the other skin, but be somewhat dark ; 
then the priost shall shut him np 
soyod days; 

27 And the priest Bhall look upon 
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him the seventh day; and if it be 
spread muoh abroad in the Bkin, then 
the priest rhall pronounce him un¬ 
clean ; it is the plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not in the skin, 
but it be somewhat dark; it is a rising 
of the burning, and tho priest shall 
pronounce him clean; for it is an 
inflammation of the burning. 

29 If a man or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the beard ; 

30 Then the priest shall see the 
plague; and, behold, if it bo in sight 
deeper than the skin, and there be in 
it a yellow thin hair; then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean; it is a 
dry soall, even a leprosy upon the 
head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it be 
not in eight deeper than the skin, 
and that there is no black hair in it; 
then the priest shall shut up him 
that <bath the plague of the scall 
seven days; 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague ; and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be 
in it no yellow hair, and the scall be 
not in sight deeper than tho skin ; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and tho priest 
shall shut up him that hath the scall 
seven days more; 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the scall; and, behold, 
if the scall bo not spread in the skin, 
nor be in sight deeper than the skin; 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
olean; and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be olean. 

35 But if the soall spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on 
him; and, behold, if the scall he 
spread in the skin, tho priest shall 
not B«ek for yellow hair; he is un¬ 
clean. 

37 But if the scall be in his Bight 
at a stay, and that there is black hair 
grown up therein ; the scall is healed, 
he is clean; and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him oloan. 

38 If a man also or a woman have 
in the skiu of (heir flesh bright spots, 
even white bright spots; 

39 Then the priest shall look; and, 
behold, if the bright spots in the skin 


of their flesh bo darkish white, it is a 
freckled spot that groweth in the 
skin ; he is clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald; yet is he 
clean. 

41 And he that bath his hair fallen 
off from the part of hie head toward 
his face, ho is forehead bald; yet is 
he clean. 

42 And if there bo in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish 
sore; it is a leprosy sprung up in hil 
bald head, or nis bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upou 
it; and, behold, if the rising of the 
sore be white reddish in his bald 
head, or in his bald forehead, as the 
leprosy appeareth in the skin of the 
flesh; 

44 lie is a leprous man, he is un¬ 
clean ; the priest shall pronounce him 
utterly unclean ; his plague is in his 
head. 

45 And the leper in whom the 
plague is, his clothes shall be rent, 
and his head hare, and he shall put a 
covering upon his upper lip, and 
shall cry, Unclean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be defiled; 
he is unclean; he shall dwell alone; 
without the oamp shall his habita¬ 
tion be. 

47 The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, whether it be 
a woollen garment, or a linen gar¬ 
ment ; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, or 
woof, of linen, or of woollen; whether 
in a skin, or in any thing made of 
skin; 

49 And if the plague be greenish 
or reddish in the garment, or in the 
skin, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin ; it is a 
plague of leprosy, and shall be showed 
unto the priest; 

50 And the priest shall look upon 
the plague, and shut up it that hath 
t&o plague seven days; 

51 And he shAll look on the plague 
on tho soventh day; if the plague be 
spread in the garment, either in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, or 
in any work that is made of skin ; 
the plague is a fretting leprosy ; it is 
unolean. 

52 He shall therefore burn that 
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garment, whethor warp or woof, in I that one of the birds be killed in an 
woollen or in linen, or any thing of earthen vessel over running watejr. 


skin, whorein the plague is; for it is 
a fretting leprosy; it shall be burnt 
in tho fire. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
buhold, tho plague bo not spread in 
the garment, either in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in any thing of skin; 

51 Then tho priest shall command 
that they wash the thing wherein the 
plague is, and he shall shut it up 
seven daya moro; 

55 And tho priest shall look on 
the plaguo, after that it is washed; 
and, buhold, if Lhe plague have not 
changed his colour, and tho plague 
bo not spread, it is unclean; thou 
shalt burn it in tho Ore; it is fret in¬ 
ward, whether it be bare within or 
without. 

56 And if tho priest look, and, bo- 
hold, tho plague be somowhat dark 
after tho washing cf it; then he shall 
rend it out of the garment, or out of 
the skin, or out of the warp, or out 
of tho woof; 

57 And if it appear still in the 
garment, cither in the warp, or in 
tho woof, or in any thing of skin ; it 
is a spreading plague; thou shalt burn 
that wherein the plaguo is with fire. 

59 And the garment, oither warp, 
or woof, or whatsoovor thing of skin 
it be, which thou shalt wash, if the 
plaguo be departed from them, then 
it shall be washed the second time, 
and shall bo clean. 

59 This is the law of tho plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or 
linen, either in tho warp, or woof, or 
any thing of skins, Lo pronounce it 
clean, or to pronounco it unoloan. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Tht cleansing of leprosy. 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
paying, 

2 This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of his oleansing; He shall 
he brought unto tho priest; 

3 And tho priost snail go forth out 
of the camp; and the priest shall 
look, and, behold, if the plague of 
leprosy be healed in the leper; 

4 Then shall the priost command 
to take for him that is to bo oloansod 
two birds nhvo and clean, and cedar 
wood, and scarlet, and hyssop; 

5 And the priest shall command 


6 As for the living bird, he shall 
take it, and the cedar wood, and the 
scarlet, and tho hyssop, and Bhall 
dip thorn and the living bird in the 
blood of the bird that was killed 
over the running water; 

7 And be shall sprinkle upon him 
that is to be cleansed from the leprosy 
eeven times, and shall pronounce 
him clean, and shall let the living 
bird loose into tho open field. 

8 And ho that is to be cleansed 
shall wash his clothes, and shave off 
all his hair, and wash himself in wa¬ 
ter, that he may be clean; and after 
that ho shall come into the camp, 
and shall tarry abroad out of his tent 
seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh 
day, that he shall shave all his hair 
off his head and his beard and his 
eyebrows, even all his hair he shall 
shave off; and he shall wash his 
clothes, also ho shall wash his flesh 
in water, and he shall be dean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
take two he lambs without blemish, 
and one ewe lamb of the first year 
without blemish, and three tenth 
deals of fine flour for a meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and one log of oil; 

11 And the priest that makoth him 
clean shall present the man that is to 
bo made clean, and those things, be- 
foro the Lord, at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

12 And the priost shall take one 
be lamb, and offer him for a trespass 
offering, and the log of oil, and wave 
them for a wave offering before the 
Lord; 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in 
tho pluoo whore he shall kill the sin 
offering and the burnt offering, in the 
holy place; for as the sin offering is 
the priost’s, so is the trespass offering; 
it is most holy; 

14 And the priest shall take some 
of the blood of the trespass offering, 
and the priest shall put it upon the 
tip of tho right ear of him that is to 
be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot- 

15 And tho priest shall take some 
of the log of oil, and pour It into the 
palm of his own left hand; 
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10 And the priest shall dip his 
right finger in the oil that iB in hie 
left hand, and shall sprinkle of the 
oil with hiB finger Beven times before 
the Lord; 

17 And of the rest of the oil that 
ie in bis hand shall tho priest put 
upon the tip of the right ear of him 
that is to be cleansed, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
tbe great toe of hiB right foot, upon 
the blood of the trespass offering ; 

18 And the remnant of the oil that 
is in the priest’B hand he shall pour 
npon the head of him that is to be 
cleansed; and the prieBt shall make 
an atonement for him before the 
Lord. 

19 And the priest shall offer the 
sin offering, and make an atonement 
for him that is to be cleansed from 
his nncleanness; and afterward he 
shall kill the burnt offering; 

20 And the priest shall offer the 
burnt offering and the meal offering 
npon tho altar; and the priest shall 
mako an atonement for him, and he 
shall be clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot 
get so much ; then he shall take one 
lamb for a trespass offering to be 
waved, to make an atonement for 
him, and one tenth deal of fino flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering, 
and a log of oil; 

22 And two turtlo doves, or two 
young pigeons, such as he is able to 
get; and the one shall be a sin offer¬ 
ing, and the other a burnt offering. 

23 And he shall bring them on the 
eighth day for his cleansing unto 
the priest, unto the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, beforo the 
Lord. 

24 And the priest shall take the 
lamb of the trespass offering, and 
the log of oil, and the priest shall 
wave them for a wavo offering before 
the Lord; 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of tho 
trespass offering, and the priest shall 
take some of tho blood of the trespass 
offering, and put it upon tho tip of 
the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, und upon tho thumb of his 
right band, and upon tho great too 
of his right foot. 

20 And the priest shall pour of the 
oil into the palm of hie own left hand ; 


27 And the priest shall sprinkle 
with his right finger some of the oil 
that is in bis loft hand seven times 
before the Lord: 

28 And the priest shall put of the 
oil that is in nis hand upon the tip 
of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of bis 
right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot, upon tho place of 
the blood of the trespass offering; 

29 And the rest of the oil that is 
in the priest's hand he shall put npon 
the head of him that is to be cleansed, 
to make an atonement for him before 
the Lord. 

30 And he shall offer the one of 
the turtle doves, or of the yonng pi¬ 
geons, such as he can get; 

31 Even sneb as he is able to get, 
the ono for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, with the 
meat offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him that is 
to be cleansed before the Lord. 

32 This is the law of him in whom 
is the plague of leprosy, whose hand 
is not able to get that which pertain- 
eth to his cleansing. 

33 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and nnto Aaron, saying, 

34 When ye be come into the land 
of Canaan, which I give to you for a 
possession, and I put the plague of 
leprosy in a houBe of the land of 
yonr possession; 

35 And he that owneth the house 
shall come and toll the priest, saying. 
It scemeth to me there is as it were 
a plague in the house; 

36 Then the priest shall command 
that they empty the honse, before the 
priest go into it to see the plague, 
that all that is in the house be not 
made unclean; and afterward the 
priest shall go in to see the honse ; 

37 And he shall look on the plague, 
aDd, behold, if the plague be in the 
walls of the house with hollow 
streaks, greenish or reddish, whioh 
in sight are lower than the wall; 

38 Then tho priest shall go ont of 
the house to the door of the house, 
and shut up the house seven days; 

39 And the priest shall come again 
tho seveuth day, und shall look ; and, 
behold, if the plague be spread in 
the walls of the bouse; 

40 Then the priest shall command 
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that they take away the Btones in 
which the plitguo is, and they shall 
oast them into an unoloan plaee with¬ 
out the city ; 

41 And ho Bha.11 causo tho house to 
bo scraped within round about, and 
they shall pour out the dust that they 
scrape off without the city into an 
□□dean place; 

42 And they shall take other stones, 
and put them iu the place of those 
stones; and he shall take other mor¬ 
tar, and shall plaster tho house. 

43 And if the plague come again, 
and break oni in the house. After that 
he hath taken away the stonos, and 
aftor he hath scraped tho houso, and 
after it is plastered ; 

44 Then tho priest shall come and 
look, and, behold, if the plague be 
spread in the houso, it is a fretting 
leprosy in the houso; it is unclean. 

46 And ho shall break down the 
houso, the stones of it, and the tim- 
bor thereof, and all tho mortar of 
the house; and be shall carry them 
forth out of the city into an unolean 
place. 

40 Moroover, he that gooth into the 
houso all the while that it is shut up 
shall be unolean until the even. 

47 And he that lieth in the houso 
shall wash his clothes; and he that 
eatelh in the house shall wBRh his 
ololhes. 

48 And if tho priest shall come in, 
and look upon it, and, behold, the 
plague hath not spread in the house, 
after the houso was plastered ; then 
fhc priest shall pronounce tho house 
clean, hooause the plague is healed. 

40 And he shall tako to cleanso the 
houso two birds, and cedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop ; 

50 And he shall kill the one of the 
birds in an earthen vessel over run¬ 
ning water; 

51 And he shall tako the oedar 
wood, and the hyssop, and the scarlet, 
and the living bird, and dip them in 
tho blood of the slain bird, and in the 
running water, and sprinkle tho house 
sevon times ; 

62 And ho shall cleanse tho houso 
with the blood of the bird, and with 
the running water, and with tho 
living bird, and with the oedar wood, 
and with the hyssop, and with the 
toarlet j 


63 But he shall let go the living 
bird out of the oily into the open 
fields, and make an atonement for 
the houso; and it shall he clean. 

54 This is the law for all mannei 
of plague of leprosy, and scall, 

55 And for Ine leprosy of a gar 
rnent, and of a bouse, 

60 And for a rising, and for a scab, 
and for a bright spot; 

57 To teach when it is unclean, and 
when it is clean; this is the law of 
leprosy. 

CHAPTER XT. 

Undran utuc*—The cleansing of them. 
ND the Lord spake unto Mose*. 
and to Aaron, saying, 

2 Speak unto tho children of Israel, 
and say onto them, When any man 
bath a running issue out of his flesh, 
because of his issue ho is unclean. 

3 And this shall be his uncleanness 
in his issue; whether hiB flesh run 
with his issue, or his fleBh bo stopped 
from his issue, it is his uncleanness. 

4 Every bod, whereon he lieth that 
hath the issuo, is unclean ; and every¬ 
thing, whereon he sittoth, shall be 
unclean. 

5 And whosoever touoheth hia bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unoloan 
until the oven. 

0 And he that sittoth on anything 
whereon he sat that hath the issue 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in wator, and be unclean 
until the ovon. 

7 And ho that touoheth the flesh of 
him that hath tho issue shall wash 
his olothcs, and bathe hiuiBolf in 
wator, and be unolean until the even. 

8 And if ho that hath the issue 
emit upon him that is olean ; thon he 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and bo unolean un- 
lil the ovon. 

9 And what saddle soever he rideth 
upon that hath Iho issue shall be un¬ 
clean. 

10 And whosoever touchetb any 
thing that was under him shall be 
unolean until tho evon ; and he that 
bcaroth any of thoso things shall 
wash his olothcs, and hathe himself 
in wator, and be unolean until tho 
even. 

11 And whomsoever he touoheth 
that hath the issue, and hath not 
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rinBed hia hands in water, he shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean nnlil the 
even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that he 
toueheth which hath the issue, shall 
bo broken ; and every vessel of wood 
sball be rinsed in water. 

13 ADd when ho that hath on issue 
is cleansed o f his issue, then ho shall 
□ umber to himself seven days for his 
cleansing, and wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in running water, and 
shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall 
lake to him two turtle doves, or two 
yonng pigeons, and come before the 
Lord unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and give them 
unto tho priest; 

15 And the priest shall offer them, 
the one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering; and the 

riest shall make an atonement for 

im before the Lord for his issue. 

10 And if any man’s seed of copu¬ 
lation go out of him, then he shall 
wash all his flesh in water, and bo 
unclean until the even. 

17 And every garment, and every 
skin, whereon is the seed of copula¬ 
tion, shall be washed with water, and 
be unclean until the oven. 

18 Tho woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, they 
shall both bathe themselves in water, 
and bo unclean until tho even. 

19 And if a woman havo an issue, 
and her issue in her flesh be blood, 
she sball bo put apart seven days ; 
and whosoever touoneth her shall be 
unclean until the even. 

20 And every thing that she lieth 
upon in her separation shall be un¬ 
clean ; every thing also that she sit- 
teth upon shall bo unclean. 

21 And whosoever toueheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe him¬ 
self in water, and bo unclean until tho 
even. 

22 And whosoevor toueheth any 
thing that she sat upon shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and bo unclean until Ibo even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, or on 
any thing whereon sbo sitteth, when 
he toueheth it, hu shall be unolcAD 
antil the even 

24 And if any nan lie with her at 


all, and her flowers be upon him, h« 
shall be unclean seven days; and all 
the bed whereon he lieth shall be un¬ 
clean. 

25 And if a woman have an issue 
of her blood many days out of the 
time of her separation, or if it run 
beyond the time of her separation; 
all the days of the issue of her un- 
cleanness shall bo as the days of her 
separation ; she shall be unclean. 

20 Every bed whereon she lieth all 
the days of her issue shall be unto 
her as the bed of her separation; and 
whatsoever she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean, as the unclcanno90 of her 
separation. 

27 And whosoever toueheth those 
things shall be unclean, and shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

28 But if she be cleansed of her 
issue, then she shall number to her¬ 
self seven days, and after that she 
shall be clean. 

29 And on the eighth day she shall 
take unto her two turtles, or two 
young pigeons, and bring them unto 
the priest, to the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation. 

30 And tho priest Bhall offer the 
one for a sin offering, and tho other 
for a burnt offering ; and tho priest 
shall make an atonement for her be¬ 
fore the Lord for the issue of her un- 
clcanness. 

31 Thus shall ye separate the chil¬ 
dren of Israol from their unclean¬ 
ness ; that they die not in their un- 
cleanuess, when they defile my taber¬ 
nacle that is among them. 

32 This is the law of him that hath 
an issue, and of him whose seed goeth 
from him, and is defiled therewith; 

33 And of bor that is sick of her 
flowers, and of hiui that hath an issue, 
of the man, and of the woman, and 
of him that lieth with her that is un¬ 
clean. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

How the high priest must enter into the holy 

place — The scapegoat — The yearly feast qf 

the expiations. 

ND the Lord spake onto Moses 
after the death of the two sons 
of Aaron, when they offered before 
the Lord, and died ; 

2 And the Lord said unto Moms. 
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Speak untu Aaron Lhy brother, that 
he uoDio not nt all times into the holy 
place within the veil before the mercy 
seat, which is upon the ark; that ho 
die not; for I will appear in the cloud 
upon the mercy scat. 

3 Thus shall Aaron oorno into the 
holy place ; with a young bullock for 
a sin offering, and a raru for a burnt 
offering. 

4 He shall put on the holy linen 
coat, and he shall have the linen 
breeches upon his flesh, and shall be 
girded witn a linen girdle, and with 
the linen mitre shall ho bo attired; 
these are holy garments; thereforo 
shall he wash hie flesh in water, and 
bo put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the congre¬ 
gation of the children of Israel two 
kids of the goals for a sin offering, 
and one rnm for a burnt offering. 

6 And Aaron shall offer hie bullock 
of the sin offering, which is for him¬ 
self, and make an atonement for him¬ 
self, and for his house. 

7 And ho shall tako the two goals, 
and present them before the Lord at 
the door of tho tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation. 

8 And Aaron shall cast lots upon 
the two goats ; one lot for the Lord, 
and tho other lot for the soapegoat. 

9 And Aaron shall bring the goat 
upon which tho Lord’s lot fell, and 
offer him for a sin offering. 

10 But the goat, on which tho lot 
fell to ho tho scapegoat, shall be pre¬ 
sented alive before the Lord, to make 
an atonement with him, and to lot 
him go for a scapegoat into the wil- 
dornoss. 

11 And Aaron shall bring the bul- 
look of the sin offering, which is for 
himself, and shall make an atonement 
for himself, and for his bouse, and 
■hall kill tho bulloak of tho sin offer¬ 
ing which is for himself; 

12 And bo shall take a censer full 
of burniug coals of fire from off tho 
altar before the Lord, and his hands 
full of sweet iuccnso beaten small, 
and bring it within the veil; 

13 And ho ahull put tho incense upon 
tbo fire before (ho Lord, that tho oloud 
of tho inccnso may cover tho mercy 
scat that is upon tbo tostimony, that 
he dio not; 

14 And he shall take of the blood 


of the bullook, and sprinklo it with 
his finger upon the mercy seat east¬ 
ward; and before tho mercy scat shall 
he sprinkleof the blood with his finger 
seven times. 

15 Then shall he kill the goat of the 
sin offering, that is for the people, and 
bring his blood within the voil, and do 
with that blood as he did with the 
blood of tho hullock, and sprinkle it 
upon the mcroy seat, and before the 
mercy scat; 

16 And he shall make an atonement 
for the holy placo, because of the un- 
clcauness of the children of Israel, 
and because of their transgressions 
in all their sins; and so shall he do 
for the tabernaole of the congregation, 
that remaineth among them in the 
midst of their uncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in the 
tabernacle of the congregation when 
ho gocth in to make an atonement in 
the holy placo, until ho oome out, and 
have made an atonement for himself, 
and for his household, and for all the 
congregation of Israel. 

18 And he shall go out unto the 
altar that is before the Lord, and 
rnukc an atonement for it; and shall 
take of the blood of the bullook, and 
of the blood of the goat, and pul it 
upon the horns of the altar round 
about. 

19 Aod he shall sprinkle of the blood 
upon it with his finger soven times, 
and oleanse it, and hallow it from 
the uncleanness of the children of 
Israel. 

20 And when he hath made an ond 
of reconciling tho holy place, and 
the tabernaclo of the congregation, 
and tho altar, he shall bring the live 
goat; 

21 And Aaron shall lay both his 
hauds upon the head of the live goat, 
and confess over him all the iniqui¬ 
ties of the children of Israel, and all 
their transgressions in all their Bins, 
putting them upon the head of the 
goat, and shall Bond him away by the 
hand of a fil man into the wilderness ; 

22 And the goat shall hoar upon 
him all their iniquities unto a land 
not inhabited; and he shall let go 
the goat in tho wilderness. 

23 And Aaron shall oome into the 
tabernaole of the congregation, and 
shall put off the linen garments, 
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which he put on when he went into 
the holy place, and shall leave them 
there ; 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place, and put on 
hie garments, and come forth, and 
olTer his burnt offering, and the barnt 
offering of the people, and make an 
atonement for himself, and for the 
people. 

25 And the fat of the sin offering 
shall he burn upon the altar. 

26 And he that let go the goat for 
the scapegoat shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe his flesh in water, and af¬ 
terward come into the camp. 

27 And the bullock for the sin offer¬ 
ing, and the goat for the sin offering, 
whose blood was brought in to make 
atonement in the holy place, shall 
one carry forth without the cainp ; 
and they shall burn in the fire their 
skins, and their flesh, and their dung, 

28 And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh 
in wator, and afterward he shall come 
into the camp. 

29 And this shall be a statute for 
ever unto you; that in the seventh 
month, on the tenth day of the 
month, ye shall afflict your souls, and 
do no work at all, whether it be one 
of your own country, or a stranger 
that eojourncth among you; 

30 For on that day shall the priest 
make an atonement for you, to cleanse 
you, that ye may be clean from all 
your sins before the Lord, 

31 It shall be a sabbath of rest unto 
you, and ye shall afflict your souls, 
by a statute for ever. 

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom ho shall conseonvte 
to minister in the priest's office in his 
father’s stead, shall make the atone¬ 
ment, and shall put on the linen 
olothes, even the holy garments; 

33 And he shall make an atone¬ 
ment for the holy sanctuary, and bo 
shall make nn atonement for the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
for the altar; and ho shall make an 
atonement for the priests, and for all 
the people of the congregation. 

34 And this shall bo nn everlasting 
statute unto you, to make nn atone¬ 
ment for the children of Israel for all 
their sins oncoa year. And ho did 
as the Lord commanded Mores. 


CHAPTER XVII. 

The manner of offermff— Whal may not fas 
eaten. 

ND the Lord spoke unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron, and onto his 
sons, and unto all the children of 
Israel, and say unto them; This is 
the thing which the Lord hath com¬ 
manded, saying, 

3 What man soever there be of the 
house of Israel, that killeth an ox, or 
lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that 
killeth it out of the camp, 

4 And bringeth it not into the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
to offer an offering nnto the Lord be¬ 
fore the tabernacle of the Lord ; blood 
shall be imputed unto that man ; he 
hath shed blood; and that man shall 
be cut off from among his people ; 

5 .To the end that the children of 
Israel may bring their sacrifices, 
which they offer in the open field 
even that they may bring them unto 
the Lord, unto the door of the taberna¬ 
cle of the congregation, nnto the 
priest, and offer them for peace offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord. 

6 And the priest shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the Lord at 
the door of the tabernaole of the 
congregation, and barn the fat for a 
sweot savour unto the Lord. 

7 And they shall no more offer their 
sacrifices unto devils, after whom 
they have gone a whoring. This 
shall be a statute for ever unto them 
throughout their generations. 

8 And tbou shnlt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of the house 
of Israel, or of the strangers whioh 
pojourn among you, that offereth a 
burnt offering or sacrifice, 

9 And bringeth it not nnto the door 
of i he tabernaole of the congregation, 
to offer it unto tho Lord; even that 
man shall be out off from among his 
♦people. 

10 And whatsoever man there be of 
the house of Israel, or of the stran¬ 
gers that sojourn among you, that 
OiUcth auy manner of blood; I will 
even sot my face against that soul 
that enteth blood, and will out him 
off from among his people. 

11 For the life of the flosh is in the 
blood; and I have given it to you 
upon the altar to make an atonement 
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for your souls ; for it is the blood that 
uiakcth an atonement for the soul. 

12 Therefore I snid unto tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel, No soul of you shall 
eat blood, neither shall any stranger 
that sojourneth among you eat blood. 

13 And whatsoever man there be 
of the ohildren of Israel, or of the 
strangors that sojourn among you, 
whioh buutetb and catoheth any 
beast or fowl that may bo eaten; 
he shall even pour out the blood 
thereof, and cover it with dust. 

14 For it is the life of all flesh; the 
blood of it iB for tho life thereof; 
therefore I said unto the children of 
Israol, Ye shall eat tbe blood of no 
manner of flesh ; lor Lho life of all 
flesh is the blood thereof; whosoover 
eatoth it shall be cut off. 

15 And every soul that eateth that 
whiob died of itself, or that whioh 
was lorn with boasts, whether it be 
one of your own country, or a stran¬ 
ger, he shall both wash his clothes, 
and batho himself in water, and be 
unclean until tho even ; then shall he 
be clean. 

10 But if he wash them not, nor 
bathe his flesh ; then he shall bear 
his iniquity. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

UnLiwfuL marriage *— Unlawful lutti. 
ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Spoak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, I am the Lord 
your God, 

3 Aftor tho doings of the land of 
Egypt, wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not 
do ; and after the doings of tho land 
of Canaan, whither I bring you, shall 
ye not do; neither shall ye walk in 
their ordinances. 

4 Yo shall do my judgments, and 
keep mino ordinances, to walk there¬ 
in ; I am tho Lord your God. 

6 Ye shall therefore keep my stat¬ 
utes, and my judgments; whioh if 
a man do, ho Bball live in them ; I 
am the Lord. 

0 None of you shall approach to 
any that is near of kin to him, to 
unoovor thoir nakedness; I am the 
Lord. 

7 Tho nakednoss of thy father, or 
tho nakoduesB of thy mother, shalt 
thou not anoover ; she is ihy mother; 
thou shall not uncover her nakedness. 


8 The nakedness of thy father’s 
wifo shalt thou not uncovor; it is thy 
father’s nakedness. 

9 Tho nakedness of thy siator, the 
daughter of thy father, or daughter 
of thy mother, whothcr she be born 
at homo, or bom abroad, even their 
nakedness thou shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakudne99 of thy son's 
daughter, or of thy daughter’s daugh¬ 
ter, even their nakedness thou shalt 
not uncover; for theirs is thine own 
nakedness. 

11 Tho nakedness of thy father's 
wife's daughter, begotten of thy fa¬ 
ther, she is thy sistor, thou shalt not 
uncover her nakedness. 

12 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kedness of thy father’s sister; she is 
thy father's near kinswoman. 

13 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kedness of thy mother’s sister; for 
she is thy mother’s near kinswoman. 

14 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kednoss of thy father'a brother, thon 
shalt not approach to his wifo ; she is 
thine aunt. 

15 Thou shall not uncover the na¬ 
kedness of thy daughter-in-law; she 
is thy son’s wife ; thou shalt not un¬ 
cover her nakedness. 

16 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kedness of thy brother’s wife; it is 
thy brother's nakodnoss. 

17 Thou shalt not anoover the na- 
kodnoss of a woman and hor daugh¬ 
ter, neither shalt thou take her son’p 
daughter, or her daughter's daughter, 
to uncover her nakedness; for they 
are her near kinswomen ; it is wicked¬ 
ness. 

18 Neither shall thou take a wife 
to her siBtor, to vex her, to unoover 
her nakodnoss, besidos the other in 
hor life-timo. 

19 Also thou shalt not approaoh 
unto a woman to unoover her naked¬ 
ness, as long as she is put apart for 
her uncleanness. 

20 Moreover thou Bhalt Dot lie car¬ 
nally with thy neighbour's wife, to 
dofilo thyself with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of 
thy seed pass through the fire to 
Molooh, neithor shalt thou profane 
the name of thy God ; I am the Lord. 

22 Thou shalt not lie with man¬ 
kind, as with womankind ; it is abo¬ 
mination. 
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23 Neither shalt thou lie with any | 8 Therefore every one that eateth it 


beast to defile thyself therewith ; nei¬ 
ther shall any woman stand before a 
beast to lie down thereto; it is confu¬ 
sion. 

24 Dcfilo not ye yourselves in any 
of these things : for in all these the 
nation? arc defiled which I cast out 
before you ; 

25 And the land is defiled: there¬ 
fore I do visit the iniquity thereof 
upon it, and the land itself vomiteth 
out her inhabitants. 

26 Ye shall therefore keep my stat¬ 
utes and my judgments, and shall 
not commit any of these abomina¬ 
tions; neither nny of your own na¬ 
tion, nor any stranger that sojourneth 
among you: 

27 (For all theso abominations have 
the men of the land done, which were 
before you, and the land is defiled;) 

28 That the land spew not you out 
also, when ye defile it, as it spewed 
out the nations that were before you. 

29 For whosoever Bhall commit any 
of these abominations, even the souls 
that commit them shall he cut off 
from among their peoplo. 

30 Therefore shall ye keep mine or¬ 
dinance. that ye commit not ahy one 
of these abominable customs, which 
were committed before yon, and that 
ye defile not yourselves therein ; I am 
the Lord your God. 

CHAPTER XIX 
A repetition of wndry laws. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, and say 
unto them, Ye shall be holy ; for I 
the Lord your God am holy. 

3 Ye shall fear every man his mo¬ 
ther, and his father, and keep my 
sabbaths; I am the Lord yoar God. 

4 Turn ye not onto idols, nor make 
to yourselves molten gods; I am the 
Lord your God. 

5 And if ye offer a sacrifioe of peace 
offerings unto the Lord, ye shall offer 
it at your own will. 

0 It shall bo eaten the same day ye 
offer it, and on the morrow; and if 
aught remain until the third day, it 
shall be burnt in the fire. 

7 And if it bo eaten at all on the 
third day, it is abominable; it Bhal 1 
not be accepted. 


shall bear his iniquity, because ha 
hath profaned the hallowed thing of 
the Lord; and that soul shall be out 
off from among his people. 

9 And when ye reap the harvest of 
your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the corners of tby field, neither 
shalt thou gather the gleanings of 
thy harvest. 

10 And thou shalt not glean thy 
vineyard, neither shalt thou gather 
every grape of thy vineyard: thou 
shalt leave them for the poor and 
stranger; I am the Lord your God. 

11 Ye shall not steal, neither deal 
falsely, neither lie one to another. 

12 And ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely, neither shalt thoa pro¬ 
fane the name of thy God ; I am the 
Lord. 

13 Thou shalt not defraud thy 
neighhonr, neither rob him; the 
wages of him that is hired shall 
not abide with thee all night until 
the morning. 

14 Thou shalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumbling-block before the 
blind, but shall fear thy God: I am 
the Lord. 

15 Ye shall do do unrighteousness 
in judgment; thou shalt not respect 
the person of the poor, nor honour 
the person of the mighty; but in 
righteousnese shalt thon judge thy 
neighbour. 

16 Thou shalt not go up and down 
as a talebearer among thy poople; 
neither shalt thou stand against the 
blood of thy neighbour; I am the 
Lord. 

17 Tbou shalt not hate thy brother 
in thine heart; thou shalt in any 
wise rebuke thy neighbour, and not 
suffer sin upon him. 

18 Thou snalt not avenge, nor bear 
any grudge against the children of 
thy people, but thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself; I am the 
Lord. 

19 Ye shall keep my statutes. Thou 
shalt not let thy cattle gender with a 
diverse kind; thon shalt not sow thy 
field with mingled seed ; neither shall 
a garment minglod of linen and 
woollen come upon thee. 

20 And whosoever lictb carnally 
with a woman, that is a bond-maid, 
betrothed to a husband, and not at 
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all redeemed, nor freodom given her; 
she shall be scourged; they shall not 
be put to doalh, because she wab not 
free. 

21 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
eveu a ram for a trcspnsB offuring. 

22 And the priest Bhall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass olforing before the Lord 
for his sin which he hath done; and 
the Bin which bo hath dono shall be 
forgiven him. 

23 And when ye shall come into the 
land, and shall have plnntcd all man¬ 
ner of trees for food, then ye shall 
count the fruit thereof ns unci renin- 
eised ; three yenrs shall it be as uncir- 
cumcised unto you; it shnll not be 
eaten of. 

2-1 But in the fourth year all the 
fruit thereof shall be holy to praise 
the Lord withal. 

25 And in the fifth year shall ye 
eat of the fruit thereof, that it may 
yield unto you the increase therof; I 
am the Lord your God. 

20 Ye shall not eat any thing with 
tho blood ; neither shall ye nso 
enchantment, nor observe times. 

27 Ye shall not round the corners 
of your heads, neither ehalt thou mar 
the cornors of thy heard. 

28 Ye shall not make any outtings 
in your flesh for tho dead, nor print 
any marks upon you; I am the Lord. 

2^ Do not prostitute thy daughter, 1 
to cause her to be a whore; lost the 
land fall to whoredom, and the land 
become full of wickedness. 

30 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and 
reverence my eanoluary; I am the 
Lord. 

31 Regird not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be doGled by them ; I am 
the Lord your God. 

32 Thou shall rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour tho face of 
the old man, bdJ fear thy God ; I am 
the Lord. 

33 And if a stranger sojourn with 
thee in your land, ye shall not vei 
him. 

34 But tho stranger that dwelloth 
with you shall be unto you aa one 
born among you, and thou Bhalt love 
him as thyself; for ye wore strangers 


In the land of Egypt; I am the Lord 
your God. 

35 Ye shall do no unrighteousness 
in judgment, in meteyard, in weight, 
or in measure. 

36 Just balances, just weights, a 
just ephnh, and a just hin, shall ye 
have; I am the Lord yonr God, 
which brought you out of the land of 


Egypi. 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all 
my statutes, and all my judgments, 
and do them ; I am the Lord. 


CHAPTER XX. 

Of MoUcJt—Of wizards— Of aanct\ficatvm— 
Of him that curseih hu parent*—Of oduL 
trry—Of inotal—Of sodamy—Of beatiolitv 
— Of uncleanneas—Obedience li required, 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Again, thon shnlt say to the 
children of Israel, Whosoever he be 
of the children of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn in Israel, that 
giveth any of his seed onto Molech ; 
ho shall surely be put to death; the 
people of the land shall stone him 
with stones. 

3 And I will set my face against 
that man, and will cut him off from 
among his people; because he hath 
given of his seed unto Molech, to 
defile my sanctuary, and to profaDe 
my holy name. 

4 And if tho people of the land do 
any ways bide their eyes from the 
man, when he giveth of his seed unto 
Molech, and kill him not; 

5 Thon I will set my face against 
that man, and against his family, and 
will cut him off, and all that go a 
whoring after him, to commit whore¬ 
dom with Molech, from among their 
people. 

0 And tho soul that turneth after 
such as have familiar spirits, and 
after wizards, to go a whoring after 
them, I will even set my face against 
that soul, and will out him off from 
among his people. 

7 Sanctify yourselves therofore, and 
be yo holy; for I am the Lord yonr 
God. 

8 And ye shall keen my statutes, 
and do them ; I am tne Lord wbioh 
sanotify you. 

9 For every one that curseth his 
father or his mother shall be surely 
put to death; he hath cursed hil 
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father or hU mother ; his blood ahall 
be npon him. 

10 And tho man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, 
even he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbour’s wife, the adult¬ 
erer and the adulteress shall surely 
be put to death. 

11 And the man that lieth with his 
father's wife hath uncovered his 
father’s nakedness; both of them 
Bhall surely be put to death; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

12 And if a man lie with his daughter- 
in-law, both of them shall Burely be 
put to death ; they have wrought con¬ 
fusion ; their hlood shall be npon 
them. 

13 If a man also lie with mankind, 
as he lieth with a woman, both of 
them have committed an abomina¬ 
tion j they shall surely be put to 
death; their blood shall bo upon 
them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and 
her mother, it is wickedness; they 
shall be burnt with fire, both he and 
they ; that there be no wickedness 
among yon. 

15 And if a man lie with a beast, he 
shall surely bo put to death; and ye 
shall slay tho beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
shalt kill the woman and the beast; 
they shall surely bo put to death; 
their blood shall be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall Lake his 
sister, his father’s daughter, or his 
mother’s daughter, and see her 
nakedness, and sho see his naked¬ 
ness; it is a wicked thing; and they 
shall bo cut off in the sight of their 
people; ho hath uncovered his sister’s 
nakedness; he shall bear hie iniquity. 

16 And if a man shall lie with a 
woman having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness; he hath dis¬ 
covered her fountain, and she hath 
uncovered the fountain of her blood; 
and both of them shall be cut off from 
among their people. 

19 And thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor 
of thy father’s sister; for he unoov- 
eroth his near kin; they shall bear 
their iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
unole’s wife, he hath uncovered his 


uncle’s nakedness; they shall bear 
their sin ; they shall die childless. 

21 And if a man shall take his 
brother’s wife, it is an unclean thing; 
he hath uncovered his brother’s 
nakedness ; they shall be childless. 

22 Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and 
do them; that the land, whither I 
bring you to dwell therein, spew you 
not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk in the 
manners of the nation, which I cast 
out before you; for they committed 
all these things, and therefore I 
abhorred them. 

24 Bnt I hare said unto you, Ye 
shall inherit their land, and I will 
give it unto you to possess it, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey; I 
am the Lord your God, which have 
separated yon from other people. 

25 JYe shall therefore pui difference 
between clean beasts and unclean, 
and between unclean fowls and clean ; 
and ye shall not make your souls 
abominable by beast, or by fowl, or 
by any manner of living thing that 
creepeth on the ground, which I have 
separated from you as unclean. 

26 And ye shall be holy unto me; 
for I the Lord am holy, and have 
severed you from other people, that 
ye should be mine. 

27 A man also or woman that hath 
a familiar spirit, or that is a witard, 
shall surely be put to death; they 
shall stone them with stones; their 
blood shall be npon them. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Priestly qualification*. 

ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Speak onto the priests the eons 
of Aaron, and say unto them, There 
shall none be dofiled with the dead 
among his people ; 

2 But for his kin, that iB near unto 
him, that is, for his mother, and for 
his fathor, and for his eon, and for 
his daughter, and for his brother, 

3 And for his sister a virgin, that if 
nigh unto him, which hath had no 
husband; for her may he be defiled. 

4 But he shall not defile himself, 
being a chief man among his people, 
to profane himself. 

5 They shall not make baldness 
upon their head, neither shall they 
shave off the corner of their beard. 
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nor make any cuttings in their flesh. 

fl They shall he holy unto their 
God, and not prol'ano the name of 
their God; for the offerings of the 
Lord made by lire, and the bread of 
their God, they do offer; therefore 
they shall he holy. 

7 They shall not take a wife that 
is a whore, or profane; neither shAll 
thoy take a woman put away from 
her husband ; for ho is holy unto his 
God. 

8 Thou shall sanctify him there¬ 
fore ; for he offercth the hread of thy 
God; he shall be holy unto theo; for 
I the Lord, which sanctify you, am 
holy. 

6 And the daughter of any priest, 
if she profane herself hy playing the 
whore, she profancth her father; she 
shall be burnt with fire, 

10 And he that is the high priest 
among his brethren, upon whose head 
the anointing oil was poured, and that 
is consecrated to put on the garments, 
shall not uncover his head, nor rend 
his clothes ; 

11 Neither shall ho go in to touch 
any dead body, nor defile himself for 
his father, or his mother; 

12 Neither shall he go out of the 
sanctuary, nor profane the sanotuary 
of his God; for the orown of the 
anointing oil of his God is upon him; 
T am tho Lord. 

13 And ho shall Lake a wife in her 
virginity. 

14 A widow, or a divorcod woman, 
or profane, or a harlot, these shall he 
not take; but he shall take a virgin 
of hie own people to wife. 

15 Neither shall he profane his s^od 
among his people; for I the Lord 
do sanctify him. 

lfl And tho Lord spake unto Mosos, 
saying, 

17 Speak unto Aaron, saying, Who¬ 
soever he be of thy Bced in their gene¬ 
rations lhat hath any blemish, let 
him not Bpproaoh to offer the bread 
of his God. 

19 For whatsoever man he be that 
hath a blemish, ho Bhall not ap- 

E roach; a blind man, or a lame, or 
e that hath a flat nose, or any thing 
superfluous, 

19 Or a man that is broken-footed, 
or broken-handed, 

?0 Or orook-baoked, or a dwarf, or 


that hath b blemish in his eye, or be 
scurvy, or scabbed, or hath his stones 
broken ; 

21 No man that huth a blemish of 
the seed of Aaron the priest shall 
come nigh to offer the offerings of the 
Lord made by tiro; he hath a blem¬ 
ish ; ho shall not come nigh to offer 
the bread of his God. 

22 He shall eat tho bread of his 
God, both of the most holy, and of 
the holy. 

23 Only ho shall not go in unto the 
veil, nor come nigh unto tbo altar, 
hccause he hath a blemish; that he 
profane not my sanctuaries; for I the 
Lord do sanctify them. 

24 And Moses told it unto Aaron, 
and to his sons, and unto all the 
children of Israel. 


CIIAPTEn XXII. 

The. priests ; their duties and privtlegfs—Of 
sacrifices. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Baying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron and to his Bons, 
that thoy separato thomsclves from 
the holy things of the children of Is¬ 
rael, and that they profane not my 
holy name in those things which they 
hallow unto me; I am the Lord. 

3 Say unto them, Whosoever he 
bo of all your seed among your gene¬ 
rations that gooth unto the holy 
things, which the ohildren of Israel 
hallow unto the Lord, having his nn- 
oleannees upon him, that soul shall 
bo cut off from my presence; I am 
the Lord. 

4 What man soever of the Beed of 


Aaron is a leper, or hath a running 
issue; he shall not eat of the holy 
things, until he be olean. And whoso 
touoheth any thing that is nnolean 
by tho dead, or a man whose seed 
gooth from him ; 

6 Or whosoevor tonoheth any creep¬ 
ing thing, whereby he may he made 
unclean, or a man of whom he may 
take unoleftnness, whatsoever nn- 
oleanness he hath; 


6 The soul which hath touched any 
such shall be nDolean until even, and 
shall not eat of the holy things, un¬ 
less ho wash his flesh with water. 


7 And when the sun is down, he 
shall be clean, and shall afterward 
eat of the holy things; because it U 
his food. 
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8 That which dicth of itself, or ie 
lorn with heaets, he ehall not eat to 
defile himself therewith; I am the 
Lord. 

0 They Bhall therefore keep mine 
ordinance, leal they bear sin for it, 
and die; therefore, if they profane 
not mine ordinances, I the Lord will 
eanctify them. 

10 There Bhall no stranger eat of 
the holy thing; a sojourner of the 
priest, or a hired servant, shall not 
eat of the holy thing. 

11 But if the prieBt buy any eoul 
with his money, he shall eut of it, 
and he that is born in bio house; 
they ehall eat of his meat. 

12 If the pricst’B daughter also he 
married unto a stronger, she may not 
eat of aD offering of the holy things. 

13 But if the priest's daughter be 
a widow, or divorced, and hove no 
child, and is returned unto her fa¬ 
ther’s house, as in her youth, she 
shall eat of her father’s meat; but 
there Bhall no stranger eat thereof. 

14 And if a man eat of the holy 
thing unwittingly, then he shall put 
the fifth part thereof unto it, and 
shall give it unto the priest with the 
holy thing. 

16 And they Bhall not profane the 
holy things of the children of Israel 
which they offer unto the Lord; 

16 Or suffer them to bear the ini¬ 
quity of trespass, when they cat their 
holy things; for I the Lord do sanc¬ 
tify them. 

17 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak unto Aaron, and to his 
sons, and unto all the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, Whatsoever 
he he of the house of Israel, or of 
the strangers in Israel, that will offer 
his oblation for all his vows, and for 
all his free-will offerings, which they 
will offer unto the Lord for a burnt 
offering ; 

19 Ye shall offer at your own will 
a male without blemish, of the beeves, 
of the sheep, or of the goats. 

20 But whatsoever hath a blemish, 
that shall ye not offer; for it shall 
not be acceptable for you. 

21 And wnoeoever offereth a sacri¬ 
fice of peace offerings unto the Lord 
to acoomplish his vow, or a free-will 
offering in beeveB or sheep, it shall 


he perfect to be accepted; there shall 
he no blemish therein. 

22 Blind, or broken, or maimed, or 
having a wen, or scurvy, or senbhed, 
ye shall not offer these unto the Lord, 
nor make an offering by fire of them 
upon the altar unto the Lord. 

23 Either a bullock or a lamb that 
hath aoy thing superfluous or lacking 
in his parts, that mayest thou offer 
for a free-will offering: but for a vow 
it shall not be accepted. 

24 Ye shall not offer unto the Lord 
that which ie bruised, or crushed, or 
hroken, or cut; neither shall yc make 
any offering thereof in your land. 

25 Neither from a stranger's hand 
shall yc offer the bread of your God 
of any of these; because their cor¬ 
ruption is in them, and blemishes he 
in them ; they shall not be accepted 
for you. 

26 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

27 When a bullock, or a sheep, or 
a goat, is brought forth, then it shall 
be seven days under the dam ; and 
from the eighth day and thenceforth 
it ehall be accepted for an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

28 And whether it be cow or ewe, 
ye shall not kill it and her youDg 
both in one day. 

29 And when ye will offer a sacri¬ 
fice of thanksgiving unto the Lord, 
offer it at yoor own will. 

30 On the same day it shall he 
eaten np; ye shall leave none of it 
until the morrow; I am the Lord. 

31 Therefore shall ye keep my com¬ 
mandments, and do them ; I am the 
Lord. 

32 Neither shall ye profane my holy 
name; but I will be nallowed among 
the children of Israel; I am the Lora 
which hallow you, 

33 That brought you out of the 
land of Egypt, to be your God; I am 
the Lord. 

CITAPTEIt XXIII. 

TKe feasts of the Lord — The sabbath—Gleafb 
ings to be l$ft—The day of atonement. 
ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, Conoerning the 
feasts of the Lord, which ye shall 
proclaim to be holy ooDvocatious, 
even these are my feasts. 
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3 Bi* days shall work bo done; 
bul the seventh doy is the sabbath 
of rest, a holy convocation; ye shall 
do no work therein; it iB the sabbath 
of the Lord in all your dwellings. 

4 These nro the leasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye 
shall proclaim in their seasons. 

5 In the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even is tho Lord’s pass- 
over. 

6 And on the fifteenth day of the 
same month is (he feast of unleaven¬ 
ed broad unto tho Lord; sovon days 
ye must eat unleavened bread. 

7 In the first day ye shall have a 
holy convocation ; ye shall do no Ber- 
vilc work Lhorein. 

8 But yc shall offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord seven 
days; in tho sovcnlh day is a holy 
convocation; ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

9 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, When ye 
to oome into the land which I give 
unto you, and shall reap the harvest 
thereof, then ye shall bring a sheaf 
of tho first-fruits of your harvest unto 
the priest; 

11 And be shall wave tho sheaf 
before the Lord, to be accopted for 
you ; on tho morrow after the sab¬ 
bath the priosl shall wave it. 

12 And ye shall offer that day 
when ye wave the sheaf a he lamb 
without blemish of the first year for 
a burnt offering unto the Lord. 

13 And tho meat offering thereof 
shall he two tenth deals of fine flour 
mingled with oil, an offering made 
by fire onto the Lord for a sweet 
savour; and the drink offering thereof 
shall bo of wine, the fourth part of a 
hlu. 

14 And ye shall eat neither bread, 
nor parched corn, nor green ears, 
until the solf-same day that ye have 
brought an offering unto your God; 
It shall be a statute for ever through¬ 
out your generations in all yonr 
dwellings. 

15 And ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the sabbath, 
from the day that yo brought the 
•heaf of the wave offering; soven 
sabbaths shall be complete ; 
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10 Even unto the morrow aflor the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number 
fifty days; and ye shall offer a new 
meat offering unto tho Lord. 

17 Ye shall bring out of your habi¬ 
tations two wave loaves of two tenth 
deals; they shall bo of fine flour; 
thoy shall be baken with leaven ; they 
are the first-fruits unto the Lord. 

18 And ye shall offer with the bread 
seven lambs without blemish of the 
first year, and ono young bullock, and 
two rams; they shall be for a burnt 
offering unto the Lord, with their 
moat offering, and their drink offer¬ 
ings, even an offoring made hy fire, 
of sweet savour unto tho Lord. 

19 Then ye shall sacrifice one kid 
of the goals for a sin offering, and 
two lambs of tho first year for a 
sacrifice of poaco offerings. 

20 And the priest shall wave them 
with the bread of the first-fruits for 
a wave offering before the Lord, 
with the two lambs; they shall be 
holy to the Lord for the priest. 

21 And yo shall proclaim on the 
self-same day, that it may he a holy 
convocation unto you; yo shall do no 
servile work therein; it shall be a 
statute for ever in all your dwellings 
throughout your generations. 

22 And when yo reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not make 
clean riddance of the corners of thy 
field when thou reapest, neither shall 
thou gather any gleaning of thy har¬ 
vest; thou shalt loave them unto the 
poor, and to the stranger; I am the 
Lord your God. 

23 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Baying, 

24 Speak unto the ohildren of Is¬ 
rael, saying, In the seventh month, 
in the firBt day of the month, shall ye 
have a sabbath, a memorial of blow¬ 
ing of Irumpots, a holy convocation. 

26 Ye Bhall do no servile work 
therein; but ye shall offer an offer¬ 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

20 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

27 Also on the tenth day of this 
seventh month there shall be a day 
of atonement; it shall he a holy 
oonvooation onto yon; and ye shall 
afflict your souls, and offer an offer¬ 
ing made by fire onto the Lord. 

28 And ye shall do no work la 
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that same day; for it is a day of 
atonement, to make an atonement 
for yoa before the Lord your God. 

29 For whatsoever soul it be that 
ehall not be afflicted in that same 
day, he shall be cut off from among 
hia people. 

30 And whatsoever soul it ho that 
doetk any work in that same day, 
the same soul will I destroy from 
among hie people. 

31 Ye shall do no manner of work; 
it shall be a statute for ever through¬ 
out yonr generations in all your 
dwellings. 

32 It shall be unto you a sabbath 
of rest, and ye shall afflict your souls; 
in the ninth day of the month at 
even, from even unto even, shall ye 
celebrate your sabbath. 

33 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

34 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saying, The fifteenth day of this 
seventh month shall be the feast of 
tabernacleB for seven days unto the 
Lord. 

35 On the first day ehall be a holy 
convocation ; ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

36 Seven days ye shall offer an of¬ 
fering made by fire unto the Lord; 
on the eighth day shall be a holy 
convocation unto you, and ye shall 
offer an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord ; it is a solemn assembly ; 
and ye shall do no servile work therein. 

37 These are the feasts of the Lord, 
which ye shall proclaim to be holy 
convocations, to offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord, a burnt 
offering, and a meat offering, a sacri¬ 
fice, and drink offerings, everything 
upon hia day ; 

38 Beside the sabbaths of the Lord, 
and beside your gifts, and beside all 
your vows,and beside all your free-will 
offerings, which ye give unto the Lord. 

39 Also in the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month, when ye have gath¬ 
ered in the fruit of the land, ye 
shall keep a feast unto the Lord 
seven days; on the first day shall be 
a labbath, and on the eighth day shall 
be a sabbath. 

40 And ye shall take you on the 
first day the boughs of goodly trees, 
branches of palm-treeB, and the 
boughs of thick trees, and willows 


of the brook ; and ye shall rejoioe 
before the Lord your God seven days. 

41 And ye shall keep it a feast unto 
the Lord seven days in the year; it 
shall be a statute for ever in your ge¬ 
nerations ; ye shall celebrate it in the 
seventh month. 

42 Ye shall dwell in booths seven 
days; all that are Israelites born 
shall dwell in booths ; 

43 That your generations may know 
that I mado the children of Israel to 
dwell in booths, when I brought them 
out of the land of Egypt; I am the 
Lord your God. 

44 And Moses declared unto the 
children of Israel the feasts of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXIY. 

The oQ—The show-bread—The law of blas¬ 
phemy — Of murder—Of damage, 

A jND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they bring unto thee pnre oil 
olive beaten for the light, to cause 
the lamps to burn continually. 

3 Without the veil of the testimony, 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
shall Aaron order it from the evening 
unto the morning before the Lord con¬ 
tinually ; it shall be a statute for ever 
in your generations. 

4 He shall order the lamps upon 
the pure candlestick before the Lord 
continually. 

5 And thou shalt take fine flour, and 
bake twelve cakes thereof; two tenth 
deals shall be in one cake. 

6 And thou shalt set them in two 
rows, six on a row, upon the pur® 
table before the Lord. 

7 And thou shalt put pure frank¬ 
incense upon each row, that it may 
he on the bread for a memorial, even 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

8 Every Sabbath he shall set it in 
order before tho Lord continually, 
being taken from tho ohildron of Is¬ 
rael by an everlasting oovenant. 

9 And it shall be Aaron's and bis 
sons’; and they shall eat it in the 
holy plaoe; for it is most holy unto 
him of the offerings of the Lord made 
by fire by a perpetual statute. 

10 And the Bon of an Israclitish 
woman, whose father was an Egyp 
tian, went out among the obildren of 
Israel; and this son of the Israelitleh 
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woman and a man of Israel strove 
together in tho camp; 

11 And the Ismolitish woman's son 
blasphemed tho uaino of the Lord, 
and oursed. And they brought him 
unto Mosos; (and his mother's name 
was Sholomith, the daughter of Dib- 
ri, of the tribe of Dan ;) 

12 And they put him in ward, that 
the mind of the Lord might be showed 
them. 

13 And tho Lord spoke unto Moses, 
saying, 

14 Bring forth him that hath cursed 
without the camp; and let all that 
heard him lay their hands upon his 
’load, and let all the congregation 
stone him. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto tho 
ohildren of Israel, saying, Whosocvor 
ourseth his God shall bear his sin. 

10 And ho that blnsphemeth the 
namo of the Lord, he shall surely be 
put to death, and all tho congrega¬ 
tion shall oertainly stone him; as 
well the stranger, as he that is born 
in the land, whon he blasphemeth the 
name of the Lord, shall be put to 
dealb. 

17 And ho that killeth any man 
shall surely bo put to doath. 

18 And he that killeth a beast shall 
mako it good; boast for beast. 

19 And if a man causo a blemish in 
his noighbour; as ho hath dono, so 
shall it be done to him; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth ; as he hath caused a 
blemish in a man, so shall it bo dono 
to him again. 

21 And ho that killoth a beast, ho 
shall rostoro it; and ho that killeth a 
man, ho shall ho put to doath. 

22 Yc shall have ono manner of 
law, as woll for the stranger, as for 
ono of your own country; for I am 
the Lord your God. 

23 And Mosos spake to the children 
of Ieraol, that Ihoy should bring forth 
him that had oursed out of tho camp, 
and stone him with stones; &Dd tho 
ohildren of Isruel did as tho Lord 
eommaudod Mosoh.

ND Lho Lord spake unto Moses

E shall make you no idols nor 
graven image, neither rear yon 
up a standing image, neither shall 
yo set np any image of stone in yoor 
land, to how down unto it; for I am 
the Lord your God. 

2 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and 
reverenoe my sanotuary; I am the 
Lord. 

3 If ye walk in my statutes, and 
keep my commandments, and do 
them ; 

4 Then I will give you rain in due 
season, and the land shall yield her 
increase, and the trees of the field 
shall yield their fruit. 

5 And your threshing shall reach 
unto the vintage, and the vintage 
shall reach unto the sowing-time; 
and ye shall oat your bread to the 
full, and dwell in your land safely. 

6 And I will give peaco in the land, 
and ye shall lie down, and none shall 
make you afraid; and I will rid evil 
beasts ont of the land, neithor shall 
the sword go through your land. 

7 And ye shall ohase your enemies, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

8 And five of you shall ohase a 
hundred, and a hundred of you shall 
put ton thousand to flight; and your 
enemies Bhall fall before yon by the 
sword. 

9 For I will have respect nnto you, 
and make you fruitful, and multiply 
you, and establish my covenant with 
you. 

10 And ye shall eat old storn and 
bring forth the old because of the 
new. 

11 And I will set my tabernacle 
among you; and my sool shall not 
abhor you; 

12 And I will walk among yon, and 
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will he your God, and ye ehall be my 
people 

13 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye should not bo their 
bond-men; and I hare broken the 
bands of your yoke, and make you 
go upright. 

14 But if ye will not hearken unto 
me, and will not do all these com¬ 
mandments : 

15 And if ye shall despise my 
statutes, or if your soul abhor my 
judgments, so that ye will not do all 
my commandments, but that ye break 
my covenant; 

16 I also will do this unto you; I 
will oven appoint over you terror, 
oonsumptioD, and the burning ague, 
that shall consume the eyes, and 
cause sorrow of heart; and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your ene¬ 
mies shall cat it. 

17 And I will set my face against 
you, and ye shall be slain beforoyour 
enemios; they that hato you shall 
reign over you; and ye shall flee 
when nono pursuoth you. 

18 And if yo will not yel for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you Bevon times more for your sins. 

19 And I will break the prido of 
your power; and I will make your 
heaven as iron, and your earth as 
brass ; 

20 And your strength shall be spent 
in vain ; for your land shall not 
yield her increase, neither shall the 
trees of the laod yiold their fruits. 

21 And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto rao; I 
will bring seven times more plagues 
upon you according to your sins. 

22 I will also send wild beasts 
among you, which shall rob you of 
your ohildren, and destroy your cat¬ 
tle, and mako yon few in number; 
and your highways shall be desolate. 

23 Aod if ye will not be roformod 
by me by those things, but will walk 
oontrary unto me; 

24 Thon will I also walk contrary 
unto yon, and will punish you yet 
■oven times for your sins. 

25 And I will bring a sword upon 
you, that shall avonge the quarrel of 
my covenant; and wheu ye Rre 

athered together within your cities, 

will send the pcstilonce among you ; 


and ye shall be delivered into the 
hand of Iho enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the 
staff of your bread, ten women ehall 
bake your bread in one oven, and 
they shall deliver you your bread 
again by weight; and ye shall eat, 
and not be satisfied. 

27 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk contrary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto 
you also in fury; and T, even I, will 
chastise you seven limes for your 
sins. 

29 And ye shall eat tho flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 

30 And I will destroy your high 
places, aod cut down your images, 
and cast your carcasses upon the 
carcasses of your idols, and my soul 
shall abhor you. 

31 And I will make your cities 
waste, and bring your Banctuarics 
unto desolation, and I will not smell 
the savour of your sweet odours. 

32 And I will bring the land into 
desolation ; and your enemies which 
dwell therein shall be astonished at 
it. 

33 And I will scatter yon among 
the heathen, and will draw out a 
sword after you ; and your land shall 
be desolate, and yonr cities waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, 
and yo be in your enemies' land; 
even then shall the land rest, and 
enjoy hor sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lioth desolate ii 
shall rost; because it did not rest in 
yonr sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon 
it. 

36 And npon them that are loft 
alive of you I will send a faintness 
into their hearts in the lands of theii 
enemies; and the sound of a shaken 
leaf shall chase thorn ; and they shall 
flee, as fleeing from a sword; and 
Ihey shall fall when none pursneth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon 
another, as it were before a sword, 
whon none pureueth ; and yo aball 
have no power to stand before your 
onomies. 

38 And yo shall perish among the 
hcathon, and tho land of your enemies 
shall cat you up. 
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39 And they that are left of you 
ahftll pino away in their iniqnity in 
your enemies’ lands; and also in the 
iniquities of their fatherB shall they 
pino away with them. 

40 If they Bhall confess their 
iniquity, and tho iniquity of their 
fathers, with their trespass whioh 
they trespnsBed against me, and that . 
also they have walked contrary unto 
mo ; 

41 And that I also have walkod con¬ 
trary unto them, and have brought 
them into the land of their enemies; 
if ihon their unoiroumoiBed hearts he 
humbled, and they then accept of the j 
punishmont of their iniquity; 

42 Then will I remember my cove¬ 
nant with Jacob, and also my covenant 
with Isaac, and also my oovenant 
with Abraham will I remember; and 
I will remember the land. 

43 The land also Bhall be loft of 
them, and shall enjoy her sabbaths, 
while she lioth desolate without them ; 
and they shall accept of the punish- 
mont of their iniquity; because, oven 
beoauso they dospieed ray judgments, 
and because thoir soul abhorred my 
statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when they 
bo in the land of thoir enomies, I will 
Dot oast them away, neithor will I 
abhor them, to destroy them utterly, 
and to break my oovenant with them; 
for I am tho Lord their Qod. 

45 But I will for their sakes remem¬ 
ber the covenant of thoir ancestors, 
whom I brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt in the sight of the heathen, 
that I might be their God; I am the 
Lord. 

46 Those arc the statutes and judg¬ 
ments and lawB, whioh the Lord 
made between him and the children 
of Israel in mount Sinai by the hand 
of Moses. 

CHAPTER XXVIL 
Of votot —TV tithe may not V changed, 
ND the Lord spake unto Mosob, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto thorn, WheD a man 
■hall make a singular vow, the 
persons shall bo for tho Lord by thy 
estimation. 

3 And thy oBliination shall be of the 
male from twonty years old even nnto 
sixty years old, evon thy estimation 


■hall be fifty shekels of silver, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary. 

4 And if it be a female, then thy 
estimation shall be thirty shekels. 

5 And if it be from five years old 
even unto twenty years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male twenty 
shekels, and for the female ton 
shekels. 

6 And if it be from a month old 
even unto five years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male five 
shekels of silver, and for tho female 
thy estimation shall be three shekels 
of Bilver. 

7 And if it be from sixty years old 
and above; if it be a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, 
and for the female ten shekels. 

8 But if he be poorer than thy esti¬ 
mation, then he shall present him¬ 
self before the priest, and the priest 
shall value him; according to his 
ability that vowed shall the priest 
value him. 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering onto the Lord, all 
that aDy man giveth of such unto the 
Lord shall be holy. 

10 He shall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad for a 
good; and if he shall at all change 
boast for beast, then it and the ex¬ 
change thoreof shall be holy. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, 
of whioh they do not offer a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, then he shall present 
the beaBt before tho priest; 

12 And the prieBt shall value it, 
whether it be good or bad; as thou 
valuest it, who art the prieBt, so shall 
it be. 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, 
thon he shall add a fifth part thereof 
unto thy estimation. 

14 And when a man shall flanotify 
his house to be holy unto the Lord, 
then the priest shall estimate it, 
whether it be good or bad; as the 
priest shall estimate it, so shall it 
stand. 

15 And if ho that sanotified it will 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be 
his. 

16 And if a man shall s&notify unto 
the Lord some part of a field of hlf 
possession, then thy estimation shall 
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be according to the seed thereof; a 
homer of barley seed shall be rained 
at fifty shekels of silver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubilee, according to thy esti¬ 
mation it shall stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his field after 
the jubilee, then the priest shall 
reckon unto him the money accord¬ 
ing to the years that remain, even 
onto the year of the jubilee, and it 
shall be abated from thy estimation. 

19 ADd if he that sanctified the 
field will in any wise redeem it, then 
he shall add the fifth part of the 
money of tby estimation nnto it, and 
it shall be assured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the 
field, or if he have sold the field to 
soother man, it shall not be redeemed 
any more. 

21 But the field, when it goeth out 
in the jubilee, shall be holy unto the 
Lord, as a field devoted ; the posses¬ 
sion thereof shall be the priest's. 

22 And if a man sanctify nnto the 
Lord a field which he hath bought, 
which is not of the fields of bis pos¬ 
session ; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the worth of thy estimation, even 
unto the year of the jubilee; and he 
shall give thine estimation in that 
day, as a holy thing unto the Lord. 

24 In the year of the jubilee the 
field shall return unto him of whom 
it was bought, even to him to whom 
the possession of the land did belong. 

25 And all thy estimation shall be 
according to the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary; twenty gerahs shall be the 
shekel. 


26 Only the flrstliDg of the hearts, 
which should be the Lord's firstling, 
no man shall sanctify it; whether it 
be ox, or sheep ; it is the Lord’s. 

27 And if it be of an unclean beast, 
then he shall redeem it according to 
thine estimation, and shall add a fifth 
part of it thereto; or if it be not re¬ 
deemed, then it shall be sold accord¬ 
ing to thy estimation. 

23 Notwithstanding, no devoted 
thing, that a man shall devote unto 
the Lord of all that he hath, both of 
man and beast, and of the field of his 
possession, shall be sold or redeemed; 
every devoted thing is most holy unto 
the Lord. 

29 None devoted, which shall be 
devoted of men, shall be redeemed; 
but shall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or of 
the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s; it 
is holy unto the Lord. 

31 And if a man will at all redeem 
aught of his tithes, he shall add 
thereto the fifth part thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the flock, even of whatso¬ 
ever passeth under the rod, the tenth 
shall be holy unto the Lord. 

33 He shall not search whether it 
be good or bad, neither shall he 
change it; and if he change it at all, 
then both it and the change thereof 
shall be holy; it shall not he re¬ 
deemed. 

34 These are the commandments, 
which the Lord commanded Moser 
for the children of Israel in moif i 
Sinai. 
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CHAPTER L 

TV peopiu numbered—The Lrciisj art ear- 
rmplsd. 

ND the Lord spake nnto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, on 
the first day of the socond month, in 
the second year after they were come 
out of the land of Egypt, saying, 

2 Take ye the sum of all the congre¬ 
gation of the children of Israel, after 


their families, by tbe house of their 
fathers, with the number of their 
names, every male by their polls ; 

3 From twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, all that are able to go forth to 
war in Israel; tbon and Aaron shall 
number them by their armies. 

4 And with you there shall be a mu 
of every tribe ; every one head of the 
house of his fathers. 

5 And these are the names of the 
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men that shall stand with yon; of the 
tribe of Reuben; Elizur the son of 
Shedeur. 

0 Of Simeon; Shelumiel the son of 
Zuriehaddni. 

7 Of Judah ; Nahshon the son of 
Amminadab. 

8 Of Issochar; Ncthanecl the Bon of 
Zuar. 

11 Of Zcbulnn; Eliah the son of 
Ilelon. 

10 Of iho children of Joseph; of 
Ephraim; Elishama the son of Am- 
mihud; of Mannssch; Gamaliel the 
son of Pedahznr. 

11 Of Benjamin : Ahidan the bod of 
Gideoni. 

12 Of Dan; Ahiezer the son of Am¬ 
ro ishaddai. 

13 Of Asher; Pagicl the son of 
Ooran. 

14 Of Gad; Eliasaph the son of 
Deuel. 

15 Of Naphtali; Ahira the son of 
Enan. 

16 These wore the renowned of the 
congregation, princes of the tribes of 
their fathers, heads of thousands in 
Israel. 

17 And Moeos and Aaron took these 
men which are expressed by their 
names ; 

18 And they assembled all the oon¬ 
gregation together on tho first day 
of tho second month, and they do- 
olnred their pedigrees after tbeir 
families, by the house of their fa¬ 
thers, acoording to the number of 
the nameB, from twenty years old 
and upward, by their polls. 

10 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so he numbered them in the wilder¬ 
ness of Sinai. 

20 And the children of Roubon, 
Israel's eldest son, by their genera¬ 
tions, after their families, by the 
honse of their fnthers, according to 
the number of tho names, by their 
polls, every malo from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were ahle 
to go forth to war; 

21 Thoso that woro numbered of 
them, even of the triho of Reuben, 
were forty and six thousand and five 
hundred. 

22 Of the children of Bimeon, by 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by the house of their fathers, 
those that were numbered of them, 
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aooording to the nnmher of the 
names, by their polls, every male 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war; 

23 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Simeon, 
were fifty and nine thousand and 
three hundred. 

24 Of the children of Gad, by their 
generations, after their families, hy 
the hoQse of their fnthers, according 
to the number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

25 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Gad, were 
forty and five thousand six hundred 
And fifty. 

26 Of the children of Judah, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, accord¬ 
ing to tho number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war ; 

27 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Jndah, 
were three score and fourteen thou¬ 
sand and six hundred. 

28 Of the ohildren of Issaohar, hy 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ac¬ 
cording to the Dumber of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were ahle to go forth to 
war ; 

29 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Iseaehar, 
were fifty and four thousand and four 
hundred. 

30 Of tho ohildren of Zebulun, by 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by tho house of their fathers, ao¬ 
oording to the mimber of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war; 

31 Those that were numbered of 
thorn, even of the trihe of Zehnlnn, 
were fifty and seven thousand and 
four hundred. 

32 Of tho children of Joseph, name¬ 
ly, of the ohildren of Ephraim, by 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by the bouse of their fathers, ac¬ 
cording to the numbor of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth tc 
war; 

33 Those that were numbered of 
them, ever of the tribe of Ephraim, 
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were forty thousand and five hundred. 

34 Of the ohildren of MauasBeh, by 
thoir generations, aftor their fami¬ 
lies, by the house of thoir fathers, 
according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth 
to war; 

35 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Manasseh, 
were thirty and two thousand and 
two hundred. 

36 Of the obildren of Benjamin, by 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by the houso of their fathers, ac¬ 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war; 

37 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Benjamin, 
were thirty and fivo thousand and 
four hundred. 

39 Of the children of Dan, by their 
generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according 
to the number of the names, from 
Iwonty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

39 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Dan, were 
three-score and two thousand and 
seven hundred. 

40 Of the ohildren of Asher, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, accord¬ 
ing to the number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

41 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Asher, wero 
forty and one thousand and five hun¬ 
dred. 

42 Of the ohildren of Naphtali, 
thronghont their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their 
fathers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth 
to war; 

43 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Naphtali, 
were fifty and three thousand and 
four hundred. 

44 These are thoeo that were num¬ 
bered, which Moses and Aaron num¬ 
bered, and the princes of Israel, being 
twelve men; each one was for the 
house of his fathers. 

46 Bo wen all those that wero 


numbered of the ohildren of Israel, 
by the house of their fathers, from 
twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war in 
Israel; 

46 Even all they that wore num¬ 
bered were six hundred thousand and 
three thousand and five hundred and 
fifty. 

47 But the Levites after the tribe 
of their fathers were not numbered 
among them. 

48 For the Lord had spoken unto 
Moses, saying, 

49 Only thou shalt not number tho 
tribe of Levi, neither take the 6um 
of them among the children of Israel; 

50 But thou shalt appoint the 
Levites over the tabernacle of testi¬ 
mony, and over all the vessels there¬ 
of, and over all things that belong to 
it r they shall bear the tabernacle 
and all the vessels thereof; and they 
shall minister unto it, and shall en 
camp round about the tabernacle. 

51 And when the tabernacle set- 
teth forward, the Levites shall take 
it down ; and when the tabernacle is 
to be pitched, the Levites shall set it 
up; and the stranger that eometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 

52 And the children of Israel shall 
pitch their tents, every man by his 
own camp, and every man by hie 
own standard, throughout their hosts. 

53 But the Levites shall pitch round 
about the tabernacle of testimony, 
that there be no wrath upon the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel; 
and the Levites shall keep the charge 
of the tabernacle of testimony. 

54 And the children of Israel did 
according to all that the Lord oom 
manded Moses, so did they. 

CHAPTER II. 

The order of the tribet. 

ND the Lord spake unto Mosei 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Every man of the ohildren of Is¬ 
rael shall pitch by his own standard, 
with the ensign of their father's house ; 
far off about the tabernacle of the 
oongregation shall they pitch. 

3 And on the east side toward the 
rising of the suu shall they of the 
standard of the camp of Judah pitch 
throughout their armies; and Nah- 
shon tho son of Amminadab shall be 
captain of the ohildren of Judah 
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4 And bis host, and those that 
were numbered of them, wore three- 
■oore and fourteen thousand and six 
hundred. 

5 And those that do pitoh next 
unto him shall be tho tribe of Issa- 
ohar; and NoLliancel tho bod of Zuar 
shall bo captain of tho cbildron of Is- 
eaebar. 

6 And his host, and those that were 
numbered thereof, were fifty and four 
thousand and four hundeed. 

7 Then tho tribe of Zcbulun ; and 
Eliah the son of Holon shall he cap¬ 
tain of tho ohiliron of Zobulun. 

8 And his host, and those that were 
numbered thereof, were fifty and seven 
thousand and four hundred. 

9 All that were numbered in the 
onmp of Judah were a hundred thou¬ 
sand and four-soore thousand and six 
thousand and four hundred, through¬ 
out their armies; these shall first set 
forth. 

10 On the south side Bhall be the 
standard of the camp of Reuben 
according to tboir armies; and the 
captain of the children of Reuben 
shall bo Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

11 And his host, and those that 
wero numhered thereof, were forty 
and Bix thousand and five hundred. 

12 And those which pitch by him 
shall be the tribe of Simeon; and 
the captain of tho children of Sim¬ 
eon shall ho Sholumiel the son of 
Zurishaddai. 

13 And hie host, and those that 
were numbered of them, wero fifty and 
nine thousand and throe hundrod. 

14 Then the tribe of Gad; and tho 
oaptain of tho eons of Gad shall be 
Ehasaph the son of Reuel. 

16 And his host, and those that 
were numhered of them, were forty 
and five thousand and six hundred 
and fifty. 

10 All that were numhered in the 
camp of Reuben wore a hundred 
thousand and fifty and one thousand 
and four hundred and fifty, through¬ 
out thoir armies ; and they shall set 
forth in tho eeoond rank. 

17 Then the tabornnole of tho con¬ 
gregation shall set forward with the 
camp of the Lovites in the midst of 
the camp ; as they enoamp, so shall 
they set forward, every man in his 
plaoe by their standards. 
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18 On the west side shall he the 
standard of the camp of Ephraim ac¬ 
cording to thoir armies ; and the cap¬ 
tain of the sons of Ephraim shall be 
Elishama tho son of Ammihud. 

19 And his host, and those that 
wore numbered of them, were forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

20 And by him shall be the tribe 
of Manaaseh; and the captain of the 
children of Mannssch shall bo Gama¬ 
liel the son of Pcdahzur. 

21 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them were thirty 
and two thousand and two hundred. 

22 Then the tribe of Benjamin; and 
the captain of the sons of Benjamin 
shall be Abidan the son of Gideoni. 

23 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were thirty and 
five thousand and four hundred. 

24 All that were numbered of the 
camp of Ephraim were a hundred 
thousand and eight thousand and a 
hundred, throughout their armies; and 
they shall go forward in the third rank. 

26 The standard of tho camp of Dan 
shall be on the north side by then- 
armies ; and tbe captain of the chil¬ 
dren of Dan shall bo Ahiezer tbe son 
of Ammishaddai. 

26 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were threescore 
and two thousand and seven hundred. 

27 And those that enoamp by him 
shall be the tribe of Asher; and the 
captain of the children of Asher shall 
be Pagiel the bod of Ooran. 

28 And his hoBt, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and 
one thousand and five hundred. 

20 Then the tribe of Naphtali; and 
the oaptain of the children of Naph¬ 
tali shall he Ahira the son of Enan. 

30 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were fifty 
and three thousand and four hundred. 

31 All they that wero numhored 
in the oamp of Dan were a hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven thou¬ 
sand and six hundred; they shall go 
hindmost with their standards. 

32 These are those whioh were num¬ 
bered of the ohlldren of Israel by the 
houso of thoir fathers ; all those that 
were numbered of the camps through¬ 
out thoir hosts were six hundred thou¬ 
sand aDd three thousand and five 
hundred and fifty. 
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33 But the Levites were not nom- 
bered among tbc children of Israel; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

31 And the children of Israel did 
according to all that the Lord com¬ 
manded MoseB; so they pitched by 
their standards, and so they set for- 
rard, every one after their families, 
according to the hoose of their fathers. 

CHAPTER m. 

The sons of Aaron—The Levites are num¬ 
bered by their families—The place and 

charge of Moses and Aaron. 

HESE also arc the generations of 
Aaron and Moses, in the day that 
the Lord spake with Moses in mount 
Sinai. 

2 And these are the names of the 
sons of Aaron ; Nadab the first-born, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

3 These are the names of the sons 
of Aaron, the priests which were an¬ 
ointed, whom ne consecrated to min¬ 
ister in tho priest's office. 

4 And Nadab and Abihn died be¬ 
fore the Lord, when they offered 
strange firo before the Lord, in the 
wilderness of Sinai, end they had no 
children ; and Eleazar and Ithamar 
ministered in the priest's office in the 
sight of Aaron their father. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

6 Bring the tribe of Levi near, and 
present them before Aaron tho priest, 
that they may minister nnto him. 

7 And they shall keep his charge, 
and the charge of the whole congre¬ 
gation before tho tabernacle of the 
congregation, to do the service of the 
tabernacle. 

8 And they shall keep all the in¬ 
struments of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the charge of tho 
ohildren of Israel, to do the service 
of the tabernacle. 

9 And thou shalt give the Levitee 
unto Aaron and to his sons; they 
are wholly given to him out of the 
ohildren of Israel. 

10 And thou shalt appoint Aaron 
and his sons, and they shall wait on 
their priest’s office; and the stran¬ 
ger that oometh nigh shall be put to 
death. 

11 And the Lord rpake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 And I, behold, I have taken the 
Levites from among the children of 


Israel instead of all the first-born 
that openeth the matrix among the 
children of Israel; therefore the Le- 
vites shall be mine ; 

13 Because all the first-born are 
mine; for on the day that I smote 
all the first-born in the land of 
Egypt I hallowed unto me all the 
first-born in Israel, both man and 
beast; mine they shall be; I am the 
Lord. 

14 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, saying, 

15 Number the children of Levi 
after the house of their fathers, by 
their families; every male from a 
month old and upward shalt thou 
number them. 

16 And Moses numbered them ac¬ 
cording to the word of the Lord, ai 
he was commanded. 

17 And these were the sons of Levi 
by their names; Gerehon, and Ko- 
hath, and Merari. 

18 And these are the names of the 
sons of Gershon by their families ; 
Libni, and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Kohath by 
their families; Amram, and Izehar, 
Ilebron, and Uziiel. 

20 And the sons of Merari by their 
families; Mahli, and Mushi. These 
are the families of the Levites, ac 
cording to the house of their fathers. 

21 Of Gershon was the family of 
the Libnites, and the family of tho 
Shimitcs; these are the families of 
the Gershonites. 

22 Those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of all 
the males, from a month old and up 
ward, even those that were numbered 
of them were seven thousand and five 
hundred. 

23 The families of the Gershonites 
shall pitch behind the tabernacle 
westward. 

24 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the Gershonites shall 
be Eliasaph the sou of Lael. 

25 And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation shall be the tabernacle, and 
tho tent, the oovoring thereof, and 
the hanging for the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of the oonrt, 
and the curtain for the door of the 
court, which is by the tabernacle, and 
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jy the altar round about, and the 
cords of it, for all the service thereof. 

27 And of Kohath was the family 
of the Amraiuitcs, and the family of 
the Izeh&ritcs, and the family of the 
Hebronites, and the family of the 
UzzieliteB; these are the families of 
the Kohathites. 

26 In the number of all tho males, 
from a month old and upward, were 
sight thousand And six hundred, keep¬ 
ing tho charge of the sanctuary. 

29 The families of tho eons of Ko- 
hath shall pitch on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

30 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the families of the Ko¬ 
hathites shall be Elizaphan the son 
of Uzzicl. 

31 And Ihoir charge shall be the ark, 
and the table, and the candlcstiok, 
and the altars, and the vessels of the 
sanctuary wherewith they minister, 
and tho banging, and all the service 
Iheroof. 

32 And Eloazar the son of Aaron 
tho priest shall bo ohief over the 
chief of tho Lcviloa, and have the 
oversight of thorn that keep the charge 
of the sanctuary. 

33 Of Merari was the family of the 
Mahlitos, and the family of the 
Mushites ; these are the families of 
Merari. 

34 And those that were numbered 
of them, according to the number of 
all tho males, from a month old and 
upward, were six thousand and two 
hundred. 

35 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the families of Merari 
was Zuriel tho son of Abihail; theso 
shall pitch on the side of the taber- 
naclo northward. 

36 And under the custody and 
ohargo of the sons of Merari Bhall be 
tho boards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars thereof, and tho pillars thereof, 
and the sockets thereof, and all the 
vessels thereof, and all that aorvoth 
thereto, 

37 And the pillarB of the court 
round about, and thoir Bookets, and 
their pinB, and their cords. 

38 But thoso that oncacnp before 
the tabernacle toward the east, even 
before the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation eastward, shall be Moses, and 
Aaron and his sons, keeping the 
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charge of the sanotuary for the oharge 
of the children of Israel; and the 
stranger that comclh nigh shall be 
put to death. 

39 All that were numhered of the 
Levites, which Moses and Aaron 
numbered at tho commandment of 
the Lord, throughout their families, 
all the males from a month old and 
upward, were twenty and two thou¬ 
sand. 

40 And the Lord said unto Mosos, 
Number all the first-born of the males 
of the ohildren of Israel from a month 
old and upward, and take tho num¬ 
ber of their names. 

41 And thou shalt take the Levites 
for mo (I am the Lord) instead of all 
the first-born among tike children of 
Israel; and the oattle of the Levites 
instead of all the firstlings among 
tho cattle of the ohildren of Israel. 

42 And Moses numbered, as tho 
Lord commanded him, all the first¬ 
born among the children of Israel. 

43 And all the first-born males by 
the number of names, from a month 
old and upward, of thoso that were 
numbered of them, were twenty and 
two thousand two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen. 

44 And the Lord spake onto Moses, 
saying, 

45 Take the Levites instead of all 
the first-born among the ohildren of 
Israel, and the oattle of the Levites 
instead of their oattle; and the 
Levites Bhall be mine; I am the 
Lord. 

46 And for those that are to be re¬ 
deemed of the two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen of the first-born 
of tho children of Israel, whioh are 
more than the LeviteB; 

47 Thou shalboven take five shekels 
apieoe by the poll, after the shekel ol 
the sanotuary shalt thou take them ; 
(the shekol is twenty gerahs;) 

48 And thou ehalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them 
is to be redeemed, ante Aaron and to 
his sons. 

49 And Moses took the redemption 
money of them that were over and 
above thorn that were redeomed by 
the LeviteB; 

50 Of tho first-born of the ohildren 
of Israel took he the money; a thou¬ 
sand three hundred and threescore 
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and five shekels, after Ihe shekol 
the sanotnary; 

51 And Moaea gave the money of 
them that wore redeemed unto Aaron 
and to hia eons, according to the word 
of the Lord, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

CIIAPTER IV. 

The age and time of the LmXti terrict—Hie 
tabernacle—The charge of Eleazar. 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Take the sum of the eons of Ko- 
hath from among tho sons of Levi, 
after their families, by the house of 
their fathers, 

3 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward even until fifty years old, all 
that enter into the host, to do tho 
work in the tabernacle of theoongre- 
gation. 

4 This shall be the service of the 
sons of Kohalh in the tabornaole of 
the congregation, about the most holy 
things. 

5 And when the camp settoth for¬ 
ward, Aaron shall come, and his sons, 
and they shall take down'tho cover¬ 
ing veil, and cover the ark of testi¬ 
mony with it; 

6 And shall put thereon the cover¬ 
ing of badgers' skins, and shall 
spread over it a cloth wholly of blue, 
and shall put in the staves thereof. 

7 And upon the table of showbread 
they Bhall spread a cloth of blue, and 
putthoroon the dishos, and the spoons, 
and the bowls, and covers to cover 
withal; and the continual bread shall 
be thereon; 

8 And they shall spread upon them 
a doth of scarlet, and cover the same 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, 
and shall put in the staves thoreof. 

0 And they shall take a cloth of 
blue, and cover the candlestick of the 
light, and his lamps, and his tongs, 
and his snuff-dishes, and all the oil 
vessels thereof, wherewith they min¬ 
ister unto it; 

10 And they shall put it and all the 
vessels thereof within a oovering of 
badgers’ skins, and shall put it upon 
a bar. 

11 And upon the golden altar they 
shall spread a doth of blue, and oov- 
er it with a oovering of badgers’ 
skins, and shall pnt to the staves 
thereof; 


12 And they shall take all the in¬ 
struments of ministry, wherewith they 
minister in the sanctuary, and put 
them in a cloth of blue, and cover 
them with a covering of badgers’ 
skins, and shall put them on a bar. 

13 And they snail take away the 
ashes from the altar, and spread a 
purple cloth thereon: 

14 And they shall put upon it all 
the vessels thereof, wherewith they 
minister about it, even the censers, 
the fleehhooks, and tho shovels, and 
the basins, all the vessels of the altar; 
and they shall spread upon it a cov¬ 
ering of badgers’ skins, and put to 
the staves of it. 

15 And when Aaron and hia eons 
have made an end of covering the 
sanctuary, aud all the vessels of the 
sanctuary, as the camp is to set for¬ 
ward ; after that, the sons of Kohath 
ehalf come to bear it; but they shall 
not touch any holy thing, lest they 
dio. These things are the burden of 
the sons of Eohath in the tabernacle 
of tho congregation. 

16 And to the office of Eleazar the 
son of Aaron the priest pertaineth 
the oil for the light, and the sweet 
incense, and the daily meat-offering, 
and the anointing oil, and the over¬ 
sight of all the tahernacle, and of all 
that therein is, in tho sanctuary, and 
in the vessels thereof. 

17 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, Baying, 

18 Cnt ye not off the tribe of the 
families of the Kohathitea from 
among the Lovites ; 

19 But thus do unto them, that they 
may live, and not die, when they ap¬ 
proach unto the most holy things; 
Aaron and his sons shall go in, and 
appoint them every one to his service 
and to his burden ; 

20 But they shall not go in to sec 
when the holy things are covered, 
lest they die. 

21 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
9nying, 

22 Take also the sum of the sons of 
Gershon, throughout the houses of 
their fathers, by their families; 

23 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward until fifty years old shalt thou 
number them; all that enter in to 
porform the service, to do the work 
in the tabernacle of the oongrelation. 
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24 This is the service of the families 
nf the Qerehonitcs, to serve, and for 
burdens; 

25 And they shall bear the curtains 
of the tabernacle, and the labernaole 
of the congregation, his covering, and 
the covering of the badgers’ skins 
that is ahovo upon it, and the hang¬ 
ing for the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of the court, 
and the hanging for the door of the 
gate of tho court, which is hy the 
tabernacle and by the altar round 
about, and their cords, and all the 
instruments of thoir service, and all 
that is made for them; so shall they 
sorve. 

27 At tho appointment of Aaron 
and his bods shall be all tho servico 
of tho sons of tho Gcrshoniles, in all 
their burdens, and in all their ser- 
vico ; and ye shall appoint unto them 
in charge all their hardens. 

28 This is the servico of the fami¬ 
lies of tho sons of Gershon in the 
tabernaole of the congregation ; and 
their ohargo shall be under the hand 
of Ithamar the son of Aaron the 
priest. 

29 Ab for the sons of Morari, thou 
shalt number them after their fami¬ 
lies, by tho house of thoir fathers ; 

30 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward oven unto fifty years old shalt 
thou number them, evory one that 
entereth into the sorvioe, to do tho 
work of tho tabernaole of the con¬ 
gregation. 

31 And this is tho ohargo of thoir 
burden, aooording to all their service 
in the tabornooleof the eongregation; 
tho boards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, 
■ nd sockets thoreof, 

o2 And the pillars of the oourt 
round about, and their sockets, and 
their pine, and their cords, with all 
their instruments, and with all thoir 
service ; and by name yo shall reckon 
the instruments of the charge of 
their burden. 

33 This is tho sorvioe of the fami¬ 
lies of the sons of Merari, aooording 
to all their service, in the tabernaole 
of tho congregation, under the hand 
of Ithamar the eon of Aaron the 
priest. 

84 And Moses and Aaron and the 
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chief of the congregation numbered 
the sons of the Kohathites after theii 
fa mi 11 op, and after the house of their 
fathers, 

35 From thirty years old aud up¬ 
ward even unto fifty years old, every 
one that entereth into the service, 
for tho work in the tabernaole of the 
congregation; 

36 And those that were numhered 
of them hy their families were two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty. 

37 These were they that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the Kohath¬ 
ites, all that might do service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, which 
Moses and Aaron did number accord¬ 
ing to the commandments of the Lord 
hy the hand of Moses. 

38 And those that were numbered 
of the sons of Gershon, throughout 
their families, and hy the house of 
their fathers, 

39 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward evon unto fifty years old, every 
one that entereth into the service, 
for the work of the tabernaole of the 
congregation, 

40 Even those that were numhered 
of them, throughout their families, 
by the house of their fathers, were 
two thousand and six hundred and 
thirty. 

41 TheBo aro they that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the sons of 
Gershon, of all that might do servioe 
in Ihe tabernacle of the congregation, 
whom Moses and Aaron did number 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord. 

42 And those that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of Merari, 
throughout their families, by the 
house of their fathers, 

43 From thirty years old and op- 
ward oven unto fifty years old, every 
ono that entereth into the service, 
for the work of the tahcrnaclo of the 
congregation, 

44 Evon those that were numbered 
of them after their families, were 
three thousand and two hundred. 

45 These be thoso that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the sons of 
Merari, whom Moses and AaroD num¬ 
bered aooording to the word of the 
Lord hy the hand of Mobob. 

46 All those that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron 
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and tnc chief of Israel numbered, 
after their families, and after the 
house of their fathers, 

47 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward evon unto fifty years old, every 
one that came to do the service of the 
ministry, and the service of the bur¬ 
den in the tahernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, 

48 Even those that were numbered . 
of them, were eight thousand and five 
hundred and four-score. 

49 According to the commandment 
of the Lord they were numbered by 
the hand of Moses, every one accord¬ 
ing to his service, and according to 
his burden; thu9 were they numbered 
of him, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

CHAPTER V. 

The unclean removed—Restitution—Of 
jealousy. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the ohildren of Israel, 
that they pul out of the camp every 
leper, and every one that hath an 
issue, and whosoever is defiled by the 
dead ; 

3 Both male and female shall ye 
put out, without the camp shall ye 
put them : that they defile not their 
camps, in the midst whereof I dwell. 

4 And the children of Israel did so, 
and put them out without the camp; 
as the Lord spake unto Moses, so did 
the children of Israel. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

6 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
When a man or woman shall commit 
any sin that men commit, to do a 
trespass against the Lord, and that 
person be guilty; 

7 Then they shall confess their sin 
which they have done; and he shall 
recompense his trespass with tbe 
principal thereof, and add unto it the 
fifth part thereof, and give it unto 
him against whom he bath tres¬ 
passed. 

8 But if the man have no kinsman 
to recompense the trespass unto, let 
the trespass be recompensed unto tho 
Lord, even to the priest; beside the 
ram of the atonement, whereby an 
atonement shall be made for him. 

9 And every offering of all tho holy 
IhingB of the children of Israel, which 


they bring unto the priest, shall be 
his. 

10 And every man’s hallowed Ihingi 
shall be his; whatsoever any man 
giveth the priest, it shall be his. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, If any 
man's wife go aside, and commit a 
trespass against him. 

13 And a man lie with her car¬ 
nally, and it be hid from the eyes of 
her husband, and be kept close, and 
she be defiled, and there be no wit¬ 
nesses against her, neither she be 
taken with the manner; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be defiled; or if tbe 
spirit of jealousy come upon him, 
and be be jealous of his wife, and 
she be not defiled ; 

15 Tbcn 6hall the man bring his 
wife unto the priest, and he shall 
bring her offeriug for her, the tenth 
part of an ephah of barley meal; he 
shall pour no oil upon it, nor put 
frankincense thereon; for it is an 
offering of jealousy, an offering of 
memorial, bringing iniquity to re 
membrancc. 

16 And the priest shall bring her 
near, and set her hefore the Lord; 

17 And the priest shall take holy 
water in an earthen vessel; and of 
the dust that is in the floor of the 
tabernacle the priest shall take, and 
put it into tho water; 

IS And the priost shall set the wo 
man before tno Lord, and uncovor 
the woman’s head, uad put the offer¬ 
ing of memorial in her hands, which 
is the jealousy offering; and the 

{ driest shall have in his hand the 
>ittcr water that causeth the curse. 

19 And the priest shall charge her 
by an oath, and say unto the woman, 
If no man have lain with thee, and 
if thou hast not gone aside to un 
cleanness with another instead of thj 
husband, be thou free from this bit 
ter water that causeth the curse; 

20 llut if thou hast gone aside to 
another instead of thy husband, and 
if thou be defiled, and some man 
have laiD with thee beside thino hus¬ 
band ; 

21 Then the priest shall charge the 
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woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall Bay unto the woman, 
The Lord make thee a curse and an 
oath nmong thy people, when the 
Lord doth make thy thigh to rot, 
and thy belly to swell; 

22 And this water that causeth the 
eurse shall go into thy bowels, to 
make thy belly to swell, and thy 
thigh to rot. And the woman shall 
■ay, Amen, amen. 

23 And the priest shall write these 
corses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water; 

24 And ho dhall cause the woman 
to drink the bitter water that causeth 
the curse ; and tho water that causcth 
the curse shall enter into her, And 
become hitter. 

25 Then tho priest shall take the 
jealousy offering out of the woman's 
hand, and shall wavo the offering 
neforo tho Lord, and offer it upon 
tho alter; 

26 And tho priest shall tako a 
handful of the offering, even the 
memorial thereof, and burn it upon 
tho altar, and afterward shall cause 
the woman to drink the water. 

27 And when ho hath made her to 
drink tho water, then it shall oome to 
pass, that if she be defiled, and have 
done trespass against her husband, 
that tho water that causeth the ourse 
shall enter into her, and become bit¬ 
ter, and her belly shall swell, and 
her thigh shall rot; and the woman 
shall bo a curso among her people. 

28 And if the woman bo not defiled, 
but bo clean ; then she shall be free, 
and shall conceive seed. 

29 This is the law of jealousies, 
when a wifo gocth aside to another 
instead of her husband, and is de¬ 
nied ; 

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy 
comoth upon him, and ho be jealous 
over his wife, and shall set tho wo¬ 
man before the Lord, and the priest 
shall eiocute upon her all (his law. 

31 Then shall (he mnn be guiltless 
from iniquity, and this woman shall 
benr hor iniquity. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The law of the Natariies—TJie farm of 
blesrinff. 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
oaying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 


and say unto them, When either man 
or woman shall separate themselves 
to vow a vow of a Nazarito, to sepa¬ 
rate themselves unto the Lord; 

3 lie shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink, and shall 
drink no vinegnr of wine, or vinegar 
of strong drink, neither shall he 
drink any liquor of grapes, nor eat 
moist grapes, or dried. 

4 All the days of his separation 
shall he cat nothing that is made of 
the vine tree, from the kernels even 
to the husk. 

5 All the dAys of tho vow of his 
separation there shall no razor come 
upon hia head; until the days be ful¬ 
filled, in the which he separateth 
himself unto the Lord, he shall ho 
holy, and shall let the locks of the 
hair of his head grow. 

6 All the days that ho separateth 
himself unto the Lord, he Bhall come 
at no dead body. 

7 He shall not make himself un¬ 
clean for his father, or for his mother, 
for his brother, or for his sister, when 
they die ; bccauso the consecration 
of his God is upon his head. 

9 All the days of his separation he 
is holy unto the Lord. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and ho hath defiled the head 
of his consecration; then he shall 
shave his head in the day of his 
cleansing, on tho seventh day shall 
he shave it. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
bring two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, to the prieBt, to the door of 
the tabcrnaole of the congregation ; 

11 And the prieBt shall offer the one 
for a Bin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, And make an atone¬ 
ment for him, for that he sinned by 
the dead, and shall hallow his head 
that same day. 

12 And he shall consecrate unto 
the Lord the days of his separation, 
and shall bring a lamb of the first 
year for a trespass offering; but the 
dAys that wore before shall be lost, 
becauso his separation was defiled. 

13 And this is the law of the Nai- 
arite ; whon the days of his separa¬ 
tion aro fulfilled, he shall be brought 
ud to the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation; 

14 And he shall offer his offering 
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unto the Lord, one ho lamb of the 
first year without blemish for a burnt 
offering, and one ewe lamb of the 
first year without hlemish for a sin 
offering, and one ram without blem¬ 
ish for peace offerings, 

15 And a basket of unleavened 
hread, cakes of fine flour mmgled 
with oil, and wafers of unleavened 
bread anointed with oil, and their 
meat offering, and their drink offer¬ 
ings. 

16 And the priest shall hring them 
before the Lord, and shall offer his 
sin offering, and his burnt offering; 

17 And he shall offer the ram for 
a sacrifice of peace offerings unto the 
Lord, with the basket of unleavened 
bread; the priest shall offer also his 
meat offering, and his drink offer¬ 
ing. 

16 And the Nazarite shall shave 
the head of his separation at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall take the hair of the head 
of his separation, and put it in the 
fire which is under the sacrifice of 
the peaco offerings. 

19 And the priest shall take the 
sodden shoulder of the ram, and one 
unleavened cake out of the hasket, 
and one unleavened wafer, and shall 
put them upon the hands of the Naz¬ 
arite, after the hair of hia separation 
s shaven; 

20 And the priest shall wave them 
for a wave offering beforo the Lord; 
Ibis is holy for the priest, with the 
wave breast and heave shoulder; and 
after that the Nazarite may drink 
wine. 

21 This is the law of the Nazarite 
who hath vowed, and of hie offering 
unto the Lord for his separation, 
besides that that his hand shall get; 
acoording to the vow which he vowed, 
so he must do aftor the law of his 
separation. 

22 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto Aaron and unto his 
sons, saying, On this wise ye shall 
bless the children of Israel, saying 
onto them, 

24 The Lord bless thee, and keep 
thee; 

26 The Lord make his face shine 
upon thee, and be graoious unto 
thee; 


26 The Lord lift up his countenance 
upon thee, aDd give Iheo peace. 

27 Andthey shall put my name upon 
the children of Israel, and I will 
bless them. 

CHAPTER VII. 

The dedication of the tabernacle and altar — 
God rpeaJceth to Hast* from the mercy-teat. 
ND it came to pass on the day 
that Moses had fully set up the 
tabernacle, and had anointed it, and 
sanctified it, and all the instruments 
thereof, both the altar and all the 
vessels thereof, and had anointed 
them, and sanctified them; 

2 That the princes of Israel, heads 
of the house of their fathers, who 
were the princes of the tribes, and 
were over them that were numbered, 
offered; 

3 And they brought their offering 
before the Lord, six covered wagons, 
and twelve oxen ; a wagon for two of 
the princes, and for each one an ox ; 
and they hrought them before the 
tabernacle. 

4 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
saying, 

5 Take it of them, that they maybe 
to do the service of the tabernacle of 
the congregation ; and thou shalt give 
them unto the Levites, to every man 
according to his service. 

6 And Moses took the wagons and 
the oxen, and gave them unto the 
Levites. 

7 Two wagons and four oxen he 
gave unto the Bone of Gershon, 
according to their service; 

8 And four wagonB and eight oxen 
he gave onto the sons of Merari, 
acoording unto their service, under 
the hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron 
the priest. 

9 But unLo the sonB of Kohath he 
gave none; beoause the service of 
tho sanctuary belonging onto them 
was that they should bear upon their 
shoulders. 

10 And the prinoes offered for 
dedicating of the altar in the day 
that it was anointed, even the princes 
offered their offering before the 
altar. 

11 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
They Bhall offer their offering, each 
prince on bis day, for the dedicating 
of the altar. 

12 And he that offered his offer 
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ag the first day was Nahahon the 
eon of Amuiinadab, of the tribe of 
Judah; 

13 And hia offering was oue silvor 
chargor, the weight wheroof was a 
hundred and thirty shekels, ono silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekol of the sanetuary; both of 
them were full of tine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat offering; 

14 One spoon of ton shekels of gold, 
full of incense; 

15 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

16 One kid of Lhe goats for a sin 
offering; 

17 And for a sacrifice of peaoe 
offerings, two oxen, fivo rams, five ho 
goats, fivo lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of N&hshon the 
son of Amminadab. 

19 On tho seoond day Nethaneel 
Lhe son of Zuar, prinoe of Issachar, 
did offer; 

19 He offored for his offering one 
silver charger, the woight whereof 
was a hundred and thirty shekels, 
one silver bowl of seventy shekels, 
after the shekel of tho sanotuary; 
both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat offering; 

20 One spoon of gold of ton shekels, 
full of inconso ; 

21 One young bullock, ono ram, one 
lamh of tho first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

22 Ono kid of the goats for a sin 
offoring; 

23 And for a saorifloe of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year ; 
this was the offering of Nethaneel the 
son of Zuar. 

24 On tho third day Eliab the son 
of Uolon, prinoe of the children of 
Zebulun, did offor; 

25 UiB offering was one silver char¬ 
gor, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after tho 
shekel of the sanotuary; both of thorn 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for 
a moat offering ; 

26 Ono golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of inoense; 

27 Ono young bullook, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 


in 

28 One kid of the goats for a aln 
offering ; 

29 And for a saorifioe of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five ramB, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was the ottering of Eliab the son 
of Helon. 

30 On the fourth day Elizur the son 
of Shedeur, prinoe of the ohildren of 
Reuben, did offer; 

31 His offoring was one silver char¬ 
ger of the weight of a hundred and 
thirty shekels, one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanotuary; both of them full of 
fine flour mingled with oil for a meat 
offoring; 

32 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; 

33 One young hullook, one ram, one 
lamh of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

34 One kid of the goats for a sm 
offering; 

35 And for a saorifioe of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lamhs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Elizur the son 
of Shedeur. 

36 On the Gfth day Shelumiol the 
son of Zuriehaddai, prinoe of the 
ohildren of Simeon, did offer; 

37 His offering was one silver char¬ 
gor, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
howl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanotuary; both of 
them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a went- offering ; 

38 Ono golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense ; 

39 Ono young bullook, one ram, one 
lamb of the fir6t year, for a burnt 
offering; 

40 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

41 And for a saorifioe of peaoe offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, fivo rams, five he 
goats, fivo lambs of the first year; 
this was the offoring of Sholumiel the 
son of Zurishaddai. 

42 Ou the sixth day Eliasaph the 
son of Deuel, prince of the ohildren 
of Gad, offered; 

43 Ilis offering was one silver char¬ 
gor of tho weight of a hundred and 
thirty shekels, a Bilver bowl of seventy 
shekels, aftor the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary ; both of them full of fine flow 
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mingled with oil for a meat offering; 

44 One golden apoon of ten shekels, 
fall of incense; 

45 One young bullock, one ram, one 
Iamb of the firr*. year, for a burnt 
offering; 

46 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

47 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, fire rams, five he 
goats, five Iambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Eliasaph the 
son of Deuel. 

43 On the seventh day Elishama the 
son of Ammihud, prince of the chil¬ 
dren of Ephraim, offered; 

49 His offering was one silver 
charger, the weight whereof was a 
hundred and thirty shekels, one sil¬ 
ver bowl of seventy shekels, after tho 
shekel of tho sanctuary; holh of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for 
a meat offering; 

50 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; 

51 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

52 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

53 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five be 
goats, fivo lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Elishama the 
son of Ammihud. 

54 Ou the eighth day offered Ga¬ 
maliel the son of Pedahzur, prince 
of tho children of Manasseh ; 

55 His offering was one silver 
charger of the weight of a hundred 
and thirty shekels, ono silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary; both of them full 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
meat offering; 

56 Ono golden spoon of ten shokels, 
full of inoeDse; 

57 One young bullook, one ram, one 
Iamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

58 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

59 And for a sacrifice of peaoo offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Gamaliol the 
•on of Pedahzur. 

90 On the ninth day Abidan the son 


of Qideoni, prince of the children of 
Benjamin, offered; 

G1 His offering was one silver char¬ 
ger, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of 
them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a meat offering; 

62 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; 

63 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

64 One kid of the goals for a au 
offering; 

65 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, fivo lambs of the first year; 
this was tho offering of Abidan the 
son of Qideoni. 

CC On the tenth day Ahieier the 
son of Ammiehaddai, prince of the 
children of Dan, offered; 

67 His offering was one silver 
charger, the weight whereof was a 
hundred and thirty shekels, one sil¬ 
ver bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil foi 
a meat offering;

73 Ilis offering was one silver ohar- 
ger, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanotuary; both of 
them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a moat offering; 

74 One golden spoon of tea shekels, 
full of iuocnse; 

75 One young bullook, one ram, one 
Iamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 
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78 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

77 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, fivo ho 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Pagiel the 
son of Oeran. 

79 On Iho twelfth day Ahira the 
bod of Enan, priuco of the children 
of Naphtali, offered; 

70 Ilia offering was one silver char¬ 
ger, Iho weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after tho 
Bhckcl of the sanctuary; both of 
thorn full of Guo Hour miuglcd with 
oil for a moat offering ; 

80 One guidon spoon of ten shekels, 
full of inconse; 

91 Ono young bullock, one ram, ono 
lamb of tho first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

92 One kid* of the goats for a sin 
offering ; 

83 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, Gvo he 
goats, fivo lambs of tho first year; 
this was the offering of Ahira the son 
of Eonn. 

8-1 This was the dedication of the 
altar, in the day when it was anointed, 
by the princes of Israel; twelve char¬ 
gors of silvor, twelve silver bowls, 
twedve spoons of gold; 

85 Eacn chargor of silver weighing 
a hundred and thirty shekels, each 
bowl seventy; all the silver vessels 
weighed two thousand and four hun¬ 
dred shekels, after the shekel of tho 
sanctuary ; 

96 Tho golden spoons wore twelve, 
full of incense, weighing ton shekels 
apiece, after the shekel of tho sanctu¬ 
ary ; all the gold of tho spoons was a 
hundred and twenty shekels. 

87 All the oxen for tho burnt offer¬ 
ing wero twelve bullocks, the rams 
twelve, tho lambs of ibo first year 
twelve, with their ment offering; and 
tho kids of Iho guats for a sin offer¬ 
ing twolvo. 

88 And all the oxen for the saorifloo 
of tho peace offerings wero twenty 
and four bullocks, the rams sixty, 
the ho goats sixty, tbo lambs of tho 
first year sixty. This was tho dodi- 
oation of the altar, after that it was 
anointed. 

80 Andtrvhon Moses was gone into 


the tabernacle of the congregation 
to speak with him, then he heard 
the voice of one speaking unto him 
from off the mercy seat that wu 
upon the ark of the testimony, lrooi 
between the two cherubim; and he 
spake unto him.

The consecration of the Levitts—The age and 
time ofthor service. 

ND the Lord spake unto Mo9es, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron, and say unto 
him. When thou lightest the lamps, 
tho seven lamps shall give light over 
against the candlestick. 

3 And Aaroa did so; he lighted 
the lamps thereof over against the 
candlestick, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

4 And this work of the candlestick 
was of beaton gold; unto the shaft 
thereof, unto the flowers thereof, was 
beaten work ; according unto the pat¬ 
tern which the Lord had showed 
Moses, so he made the candlestick. 

5 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

6 Take the Lovites from among the 
children of Israel, and oleanse them. 

7 And thus shalt thou do unto them, 
to cleanse them; Sprinkle water of 
purifying upon them, and let them 
shave all their flesh, and lot them 
wash thoir clothes, and so make 
themsolves clean. 

8 Then let them take a young bul¬ 
lock with his meat offering, even fine 
flour mingled with oil, and another 
young bullock shalt thou take for a 
sin offoring. 

9 And thou Bhalt bring the Levites 
before the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation ; and thou shalt gather the 
whole assembly of the children of 
Israel together. 

10 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before tho Lord; and the children of 
iBraol shall put their hands upon the 
Levitos; 

11 And Aaron shall offer the Le¬ 
vites bofore the Lord for an offering 
of the children of Israel, that they 
may exocute the servioe of the 
Lord. 

12 Aod tho Lovites shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bullocks; 
and thou shalt offer the one for a sin 
offoring, and the othor for a burnt of- 
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fering, unto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for the Lcvitesv 

13 And thou sbalt set the Levites 
before Aaron, and before bin bods, 
and offer them for an offering unto 
the Lord. 

14 Thus shalt thou separate the' 
Levites from among the children 
of Israel: and the Levites shall be 
mine. 

15 And after that shall the Levites 
go in to do the service of the' taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation; and thou 
sbalt cleanse them, and offer them for 
an offering. 

10 For they are wholly given unto 
me from amoDg the children of Is¬ 
rael ; instead of such as open every 
womb, eveD instead of the first-born 
of all the children of Israel, have I 
taken them unto me. 

17 For all the first-born of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel are mine, both mao 
and beast; on the day that I smote 
every Grsl-born in the land of Egypt 
I sanctified them for myself. 

IS And I have taken the Levites 
for all the first-born of the children 
of Israel. 

19 And I have given the Levites 
as a gift to Aaron and to his sons 
from among the children of Israel, to 
do the service of the children of Is¬ 
rael in the tabernaelc of the congrega¬ 
tion, and to make an atonement lor 
the children of Israel: that there be 
no plague among the children of Is¬ 
rael, when the children of Israel come 
nigh unto the sanctuary. 

20 And Moses, and Aaron, and all 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel, did to the Levites according 
unto all that the Lord commanded 
Moses concerning the Levites, so did 
the children of Israel unto them. 

21 And the Levites were purified, 
and they washed tbeir clothes; and 
Aaron offered them as an offering 
before Lhe Lord; and Aaron made 
an atonement for them to cleanse 
them. 

22 And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the taberna¬ 
cle oT the congregation before Aaron, 
and before his sons ; as the Lord had 
commanded Moses concerning the 
Levites, so did they unto them. 

23 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 


24 This is it that belongeth unto 
the Levites; from twenty and five 
years old and upward they shall go 
in to wait upon the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation ; 

25 And from the age of fifty years 
they shall cease waiting upon the 
service thereof, aDd shall serve no 
more; 

26 But shall minister with their 
brethren in the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, to keep the charge, and 
shall do no service. Thus shall thou 
do unto the Levites touching their 
charge. 

CHAPTHR IX. 

TTie passover is commanded again—The cloud 
guideth the Israelites. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, in 
the .first month of the second year 
after they were come out of the laud 
of Egypt, saying, 

2 Let the children of Israel also 
keep the passover at his appointed 
season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this 
month, at even, ye shall keep it in 
his appointed season ; according to all 
the rites of it, and according to all 
the ceremonies thereof, shall ye keep 
it. 

4 And Moses spake unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, that they should keep 
the passover. 

5 And they kept the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the first month 
at even in the wilderness of Sinai; 
according to all that the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses, so did the children of 
Israel. 

6 And there were certain men, who 
were defiled by the dead body of a 
man, that they could not keep the 
passover on that day; and they came 
before Moses and before Aaron on 
that day. 

7 And those men said unto him, 
Wc are defiled by the dead body of a 
man; wherefore are we kept buck, 
(hat wc may not offer an offering of 
the Lord in his appointed seasoD 
among the children of Israel ? 

S And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, aud I will hear what the Lord 
will command concerning you. 

9 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the obildjr^ of la- 
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reel, saying, If any idbd of yon or of 
yonr posterity shall bo unclean by 
reaeon of a dead body, or be in a 
journey afar off, yet he ahull keep 
the passover unto tho Lord. 

11 The fourteenth day of the aecond 
month at even they ehall keep it, and 
eat it with unleavened bread and bit¬ 
ter herha. 

12 They shall leave none of it unto 
the morning, nor break any bono of 
it; according to all tho ordinances of 
the paSBOver they shall keep it. 

13 But the man that is clean, nnd 
is not in a journey, and forbeareth to 
keep the puBeover, even the Bamo 
soul shall be ont off from among his 
people; bcoause he brought not the 
offering of the Lord in his appointed 
season, that man shall bear his 
sin. 

14 And if a strangor shall sojourn 
among yon, and will keep the pasB- 
over unto tho Lord ; according to the 
ordinance of the passover, and accord¬ 
ing to the manner thereof, so shall he 
do; ye Bhall havo ono ordinance, both 
for the stranger, and for him that was 
born in the land. 

15 And on tho day that Ihe taber¬ 
nacle was reared up the cloud oovcr- 
ed the tabernacle, namely, the tent 
of the testimony; and at even there 
was upon the tabornaclo as it were 
the appearance of flro, until the 
morning. 

10 So it was alwny; the cloud 
oovered it by day, and the appear¬ 
ance of fire by night. 

17 And whon the oloud was taken 
up from the tabernacle, then after 
that tho children of Israel journeyed; 
and in tho place where tho cloud 
abode, there tho children of Israel 
pitched their tents. 

18 At tho commandment of the 
Lord tho children of Israel journeyed, 
and at tho commandment of tho 
Lord they pitched ; as long as tho 
olond abode upon the tabornaclo they 
rested in Lheir tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon tho tabernacle many days, then 
the children of Israel kept the obargo 
of the Lord, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud 
was a few days upon tho tabornaole; 
according to tho oommundmont of 
tho Lord they abode in thoir tents, 


and according to the commandment 
of tho Lord they journoyed. 

21 And so it was, when tho cloud 
abode from even onto the morning, 
and that the cloud was takon up in 
tho morning, then they journeyed ; 
whethor it was by day or by nighL 
that the oloud was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or 
a month, or a year, that the cloud 
tarried upon the tabornaole, remain¬ 
ing thereon, the ohildren of Israel 
abodo in thoir tents, and journoyed 
not; hut when it was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the 
Lord they rested in their tents, and 
at the commandment of tho Lord 
they journeyed; they kept the charge 
of the Lord, at the commandment of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER X. 

The silver trumpets—The Israelites remove 

from Sinai to Paran—The blessing of Mo¬ 
ses at the removing and resting of the ark. 
ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Make thee two trumpets of silver; 
of a whole piece shalt thou make 
them ; that thou mayost use them for 
tho calling of the assembly, and for 
tho journeyings of tho camps. 

3 And when thoy shall blow with 
them, all the assembly shall assemble 
themselves to thee at tbe door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And if they blow but with one 
trumpet, then tho princes, whioh are 
heads of the thousands of Israel, 
shall gather themsolves unto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the oast parts shall 
go forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the second 
timo, then the camps that lie on the 
south side Bhall take their journey; 
thoy shall blow an alarm for their 
journoyB. 

7 But when the oongregation is to 
be gathered together, ye ehall blow, 
but ye shall not sound au aiarm. 

8 And tho sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpots; and 
they shall bo to you for au ordinance 
for ever throughout your generations. 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against tho eDcmy that oppresBeth 
you, thon ye shall blow an alarm with 
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the trumpets; and yo shall be re¬ 
membered before the Lord your God, 
and ye shall be saved from your ene¬ 
mies. 

10 Also in »he day of your glad¬ 
ness, and in your solemn days, and 
in the beginnings of your months, ye 
shall blow with the trumpets over 
your burnt offerings, and over the 
sacrifices of your peace offerings; 
that they may be to you for a me¬ 
morial before your God; I am the 
Lord your God. 

11 And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second month, 
in the second year, that tbc cloud 
was taken up from off the tabernacle 
of the testimony. 

12 And the children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness 
of Sinai: and the cloud rested in the 
wilderness of Paran. 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

14 In the first place went the stand¬ 
ard of the camp of the children of 
Judah according to their armies : and 
over his host was Nahshon the son 
of Amminadab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Issachar was Neth- 
aneel the son of Zuar. 

16 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Zcbulun was Eliab 
the son of Ilelon. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken 
down; and the sons of Gershon and 
the sons of Merari set forward, bear¬ 
ing the tabernacle. 

18 And the standard of the OAinp 
of Reuben set forward according to 
their armies; and over his host was 
Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

19 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Simeon was Shelu- 
miel the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Gad was Eliasaph 
the son of Deuel. 

21 And the Kohathites set forward, 
bearing the Banctuary; and the other 
did set up the tabernacle against 
they came. 

22 And the standard of tho camp 
of tho children of Ephraim set for¬ 
ward according to their armies; and 
over his host was Elishama the son 
of Ammihud. 


23 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Manasseh wai 
Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Benjamin ww 
Abidan the son of Gideoni. 

25 And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Dan set forward, 
which was the rearward of all the 
camps throughout their hosts; and 
over his host was Ahiezer the son of 
Ammishaddai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Asher was Pagiel 
the son of Oeran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Naphtali was Ahira 
the son of Enan. 

28 Thus were the joumeyings of 
the children of Israel according to 
their armies, when they set for¬ 
ward. 

29 And Moses said unto Hobah, 
the Bon of Raguel the Midianite, 
Moses' father-in-law, We are jour¬ 
neying unto the place of which the 
Lord said, I will give it you: come 
thou with us, and we will do thee 
good ; for the Lorth hath spoken 
good concerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not 
go; but I will depart to mine own 
land, and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I 
pray thee; forasmuch os thou know- 
est how wo are to encamp in the wil¬ 
derness, and thou mayest be to us 
instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thon go with 
us, yea, it shall be, that what good¬ 
ness the Lord shall do unto us, tho 
same will we do unto thee. 

33 And they departed from the 
mount of the Lord three days’ jour¬ 
ney ; and the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord went before them in the 
three days'journey, to search out a 
resting-place for them. 

34 And the cloud of the Lord was 
upon them by day, when they went 
out of the oamp. 

35 And it came to pass, when the 
ark set forward, that Moses said, 
Rise up, Lord, and lot thine enemies 
be scattered ; and let them that hate 
thee flee before thee. 

36 And when it rested, he said. Re¬ 
turn, 0 Lord, unto the many the* 
sands of Israel.

Kibroth-hatta&vah unto Heteroth ; If her father had but spit in her face, 
and abode at Ilazoroth. should she not be ashamed seven 
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days? let her be shut out from tho 
oamp seven days, and after that let 
her be received iu again. 

15 And Miriam was shut out from 
the oamp seven days ; and the people 
journeyed not till Miriam was brought 
in again. 

18 And afterward the people re¬ 
moved from Hazeroth, and pitched 
in the wilderness of Paran. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Mm unt to tenrch the, land—Their return. 
ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Baying, 

2 Bend thou men, that they may 
eoarch the land of Canaan, whioh I 
give unto tho children of Israel; of 
every tribe of their fathers shall ye 
9end a man, every one a ruler among 
them. 

3 And Moses by the commandment 
of the Lord sent them from tho wil¬ 
derness of Paran ; all those mon were 
heads of the children of Isrnol. 

4 And these were their names; Of 
the tribe of Reuben, Shammua the 
son of Zaoour. 

5 Of the trihe of Simoon, Shaphat 
tho son of Ilori. 

8 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jophunneh. 

7 Of the tribe of Issaohar, Igal the 
son of Joseph. 

8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea 
tho son of Nun. 

9 Of tho tribe of Benjamin, Palti 
the son of Ranhu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zobulnn, Oadiel 
the son of Sodi. 

11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, 
of the tribe of Manassoh, Gaddi the 
son of Suei. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel tbo 
son of Gemalli. 

13 Of the tribe of Asher, Sethur the 
■on of Miohaol. 

14 Of tho tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi 
the son of Vonhsi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Genel tbe 
•on of Maohi. 

18 Those are tho names of the men 
whioh Moses sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses oalled Osnoa the son of 
Nun, Johoshua. 

17 And Moses sent them to spy out 
the laud of Canaan, and said unto 
them, Got you up this way south¬ 
ward, and go up into the mountain; 

18 And Bee tne land, what it is; 


and the people that dwclleth therein, 
whether they be strong or weak, few 
or many; 

19 And what the land is that they 
dwell in, whether it be good or bad; 
and what cities they be that they 
dwell in, whethor in tents, or in 
strongholds; 

20 And what the land is, whether it 
be fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein, or not. And be of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
the first ripe grapes. 

21 So they went up. And searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
unto Rehob, as men come to Hamath. 

22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Hebron; where Ahi- 
man, Sheshai, and Talmai, the chil¬ 
dren of Anak, were. (Now Hebron 
was built seven years before Zoan in 
Egypt.) 

23 And they o&me unto the brook 
of Eshool, and out down from thence 
a branch with one cluster of grapes, 
and they bare it between two upon a 
sLaff; and they brought of the pome¬ 
granates, and of the figs. 

24 The place was called the brook 
Eshool, because of the cluster of 
grapes whioh the children of Israel 
out down from thenoe. 

25 And they returned from search¬ 
ing of the land after forty days. 

26 Aud they wont and oame to 
Moses, and to Aaron, and to all the 
congregation of the children of Is¬ 
rael, unto the wilderness of Paran, 
to Kadcsh ; and brought back word 
unto them, and onto all the congre¬ 
gation, and showed them the fruit of 
the land. 

27 Aud they told him, and said. 
Wo came unto the land whither thou 
sen test us, and surely it floweth with 
milk and honey ; and this is the fruit 
of it. 

28 Nevertheless the people be strong 
that dwell in the land, and tho cities 
are walled, and very great; and more¬ 
over we saw the children of Anak 
there. 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the land 
of the south; and the HittitoB, and 
the JebusiteB, and the Amorites, 
dwell in the mountains ; and the Ca- 
naanites dwell by tho sea, and by the 
coast of Jordan. 
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30 And Caleb stilled the people be¬ 
fore Moses, and Baid, Let ub go np at 
once, and possess it; for we are well 
able to overcome it. 

31 But the men that weDt up with 
him said, We be not able to go up 
againBt the poople; for they are 
stronger than we. 

32 And they brought up an evil re¬ 
port of the land which they had 
searched unto the children of Israel, 
saying, The land, through which we 
have gone to search it, is a land that 
eateth up the inhabitants thereof; 
and all the people that we saw in it 
are men of a great stature. 

33 And there we bbw the giants, 
the sons of Anak, which come of the 
giant9 ; and we were in our own sight 
a9 grasshoppers, and so we were in 
tbeir eight. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

The people murmur at the news—God threat¬ 
ened them—Moses obtained pardon far 
them—The unfaithful not permitted to 
enter into the land. 

ND all the congregation lifted up 
tbeir voice, and oried; and the 
people wept that night. 

2 And all the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and againBt 
Aaron ; and the whole congregation 
said unto them, Would God that we 
had died in the land of Egypt! or 
would God that we had died in this 
wilderness! 

3 And wherefore hath the Lord 
brought us unto this land, to fall by 
the eword, that our wives and our 
children should be a prey? were 
it not better for us to return into 
Egypt ? 

4 And they said one to another, 
Let ub make a captain, and let us re¬ 
turn into Egypt. 

6 Then MoseB and Aaron fell on 
their faces before all the assembly of 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel. 

0 And Joshaa the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, which 
were of them that searched the land, 
rent their clothes ; 

7 And they spake unto all the com¬ 
pany of the children of Israel, say¬ 
ing, The land, which we passed 
through Lo searoh it, is an exceeding 
good land. 

8 If the Lord delight iu us, then lie 


will bring ua into this land, and give 
it ub ; a land which floweth with milk 
and honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye against the 
Lord, neither fear ye the people of 
the land; for they are bread for us; 
their defeDoe is departed from them, 
and the Lord is with us; fear them 
not. 

10 And all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones. And the 
glory of the Lord appeared in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before 
all the children of Israel. 

11 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
How long will this people provoke 
me? and how long will it be ere they 
believe me, for all the signs which 1 
have showed among them ? 

12 I will smite them with the pesti¬ 
lence, and disinherit them, and will 
mAke of thee a greater nation and 
mightier than they. 

13 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
Then the Egyptians shall hear it, 
(for thou broughtest np this people 
in thy might from among them ;) 

14 And they will tell it to the in¬ 
habitants of this land ; for they have 
heard that thou Lord art among this 

| people, that thou Lord art seen face 
to face, and that thy cloud standeth 
over them, and that thou goest before 
them, by daytime in a pillar of a cloud, 
and in a pillar of fire by night. 

15 Now if thou shalt kill all this 
people as one man, then the nations 
which have heard the fame of thee 
will speak, Baying, 

16 Because the Lord was not able 
to bring this people iDto the land 
whioh he aware unto them, there¬ 
fore he hath Blain thorn in the wilder 
ness. 

17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
powor of my Lord be groat, according 
as thou hast spoken, saying, 

IS The Lord is long-suffering, and 
of great mercy, forgiving iniquity 
and transgression, and by no means 
clearing the guilty, visiting the ini- 

3 uity of the fathers upon the ohll- 
ren unto the third and fourth gene¬ 
ration. 

19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the ini¬ 
quity of this people according onto 
the greatnoss of thy mercy, and as 
thou hast forgivon this people, from 
Egypt even until now. 
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CHAPTER XV. 


20 And the Lord said, I have par¬ 
doned aocording to thy word ; 

21 But a? truly as I live, all the 
earth shall be filled with the glory 
of the Lord. 

22 Because all those men which 
have seen my glory, and my mira- 
oles, which I did in Egypt and in 
the wilderness, and have tempted me 
now these ten times, and have not 
hearkened to my voice; 

23 Surely they shall not see the 
land which I Bware onto their fa¬ 
thers, neither shall any of them that 
provoked me see it; 

24 But my servant Caleb, because 
he lad another spirit with him, and 
hath followed mo fully, him will I 
bring into the land whercinto he 
went; and his seed shall possess it. 

25 (Now the Amalekites and the 
Canaanitcs dwelt in the valley.) To¬ 
morrow turn you, and got you into 
the wilderness by the way of the 
Red sea. 

26 And the Lord spake nnto Mosos, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

27 How long shall I bear with this 
evil congregation, which murmur 
against me? I have heard the rour- 
murings of the children of Israel, 
which they murmur against me. 

28 Say unto them, As truly as I 
live, eaith the Lord, as ye have spo¬ 
ken in mine ears, so will I do to you; 

29 Your carcasses shall fall in this 
wilderness, and all that wero num¬ 
bered of you, according to your 
whole number, from twenty years 
old and upward, whioh have mur¬ 
mured against me, 

80 Doubtless yc shall not come into 
the land, concerning whioh I sware 
to make you dwell therein, save 
Caleb the son of Jcphunneh, and 
Joshua tho son of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, whioh ye 
•aid should be a prey, them will I 
bring in, and they shall know the 
land whioh yo have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcasses, 
they shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your ohildron shall wander 
In the wilderness forty yearB, and 
bear your whoredoms, until your car¬ 
casses be wasted in the wilderness. 

34 After the number of tbo days 
In which ho searched the land, even 
forty days, each day for a year, shall 


ye bear your iniquities, even forty 
years, and ye shall know my breach 
of promise. 

35 I the Lord have said, I will 
surely do it unto all this evil congre¬ 
gation, that are gathered together 
against me; in this wilderness they 
shall be oonsumed, and there they 
shall die. 

30 And the men whioh Moses sent 
to Bcaroh the land, who returned, and 
made all the oongregation to murmur 
against him, by bringing up a slander 
upon the land, 

37 Even those men that did bring 
up the evil report upon the land, 
died by tho plaguo before the Lord. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
which were of the men that went to 
search the land, lived still. 

39 And Moses told these sayings 
unto all tho children of Israel; and 
the people mourned greatly. 

40 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the 
top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we 
be here, and will go up unto the place 
which tho Lord hath promised; for 
wc have sinned. 

41 And Moses said, Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment 
of the Lord? but it shall not pros¬ 
per. 

42 Go not up, for tho Lord is not 
among you ; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 For the Amalekites and the Ca- 
naanites are there beforo you, and 
ye shall fall by the sword; because 
ye are turned away from the Lord, 
therefore the Lord will not be with 
you. 

44 But they presumed to go up 
unto the hill top; nevertheless the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
and Moses, departed not out of the 
camp. 

45 Then the Amalekites came 
down, and the Canaanites whioh 
dwelt in that bill, and smote them, 
aod discomfited them, even unto 
Hormah. 

CHAPTER XV. 

77 ie law qf offering*—The punishment qf 

rrrrrumptvm — He that violated the tab- 

oath is stoned. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 
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2 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, When ye be 
come into the land of your habita¬ 
tions, which I give unlo you, 

3 And will make an offering by 
fire unto the Lord, a burnt offering, 
or a sacrifice in performing a vow, 
or in a free-will offering, or in your 
solemn feasts, Lo make a sweet sa¬ 
vour unlo the Lord, of the herd, or 
of the flock; 

4 Then shall he that offereLh his 
offering unto the Lord bring a meat 
offering of a tenth deal of flour, min¬ 
gled with the fourth part of a hin 
of oil. 

5 And the fourth part of a hin of 
wine for a drink offering shall thou 
prepare with the burnt offering or 
sacrifice, for one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram, thou shall prepare 
for a meat offering two tenth deals 
of flour, mingled with the third part 
of a bin of oil. 

7 And for a drink offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of a hin 
of wine, for a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. 

8 And when thou preparest a bul¬ 
lock for a burnt offering, or for a sa¬ 
crifice in performing a vow, or peace 
offerings unto the Lord; 

9 Then shall he bring with a bul¬ 
lock a meat offering of three tenth 
deals of flour, mingled with half a 
hin of oil. 

10 And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half a hin of wine, for an of¬ 
fering made by fire, of a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord. 

11 Thus shall it be done for ono 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a 
lamh, or a kid. 

12 According to the number that 
yc shall prepare, so shall ye do to 
every one according to their num¬ 
ber. 

13 All that arc born of the country 
shall do these things after this man¬ 
ner, in offering an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unlo the 
Lord. 

14 And if a stranger .sojourn with 
you, or whosoever be among you in» 
your generations, and will offer an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord ; as ye do, so ho 
shall do. 

15 One ordinance shall be both for 


yoil of. the congregation, and also 
for a stranger that sojournelh with 
you, an ordinance for ever in your 
generations; as ye are, so shall the 
stranger be before the Lord. 

16 One law and one manner shall 
be for you, and for tbe stranger that 
sojourneth with you. 

17 And tbe Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and aay unto them, When ye 
come into the land whither I bring 
yon, 

ID Then it shall be, that, when 
yc cat of the bread of the land, je 
shall offer up a heave offering unto 
the Lord. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the 
first of your dough for a heave of¬ 
fering ; as ye do the heave offering of 
the threshing-floor, so shall ye heav' 
it. 

21 Of Ihe first of your dough ye 
shall give unto the Lord a heave 
offering in your generations. 

22 And if ye have erred, and not 
observed all these commandments, 
which the Lord hath spoken unto 
Moses, 

23 Even all that the Lord hath 
commanded you by the hand of 
Moses, from the day lhat the Lord 
commanded Moses, and henceforward 
among your generations; 

24 Then it shall be, if aught be 
committed by ignorance without the 
knowledge of the congregation, that 
all the congregation shall offer one 
young bullock for a burnt offering, 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord, 
with his meat offering, and bis drink 
offering, according to the manner, 
and one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering. 

25 And the priest shall make on 
atonement for all the congregation of 
tbe children of Israel, and it shall be 
forgiven them; for it is ignorance; 
and they shall bring their offering, a 
sacrifice made by fire unlo the Lord, 
and their sin offering before the 
Lord, for their ignorance; 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
and the stranger that sojourneth 
among them; seeing all the people 
were in ignorance. 

27 And if any soul sin through 
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ignuranoo, then be shad bring ft Bhe 
goat of the lire! year for a sin offering. 

28 And tho priest Bhall make an 
atonement for (ho qouI that sinnolh 
ignorantly, when he sinneth by 
ignorance before the Lord, to make 
an alonoment for him ; and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

29 Ye shall have one law for him 
that sinneth through ignoranoe, both 
for him that is born among the 
children of Israel, and for tho stranger 
that sojourneth among them. 

30 But tho soul that doeth aught 
presumptuously, whelhcr he be born 
in the land, or a stranger, tbo same 
rcproacheth the Lord; and that 60 ul 
shall bo cut r.ff from among his 
people. 

31 Booause he hath despised the 
word of Lhe Lord, and bath broken 
his commandment, Lhat soul shall 
utterly be cut off; his iniquity shall 
be upon him. 

32 And while tho children of Israel 
woro in tho wildornoas, they found a 
man that gathered sticks upon the 
sabbath day. 

33 And they that found him ga¬ 
thering sticks brought him unto Moses 
and Aaron, and unto all the congre¬ 
gation. 

34 And they put him in ward, 
because it was not declared what 
should be done to him. 

35 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
The man shall be surely put to death; 
all the congregation shall stone him 
with stones without the camp. 

36 And all tho congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned 
him with Btones, aod ho died; as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

37 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

38 Speak unto tho children of Israel, 
and bid them that they mako them 
fringos in the borders of their gar¬ 
ments, throughout their generations, 
and that they put upon tho fringo of 
tho borders a ribband of hlue; 

39 And it shall be unto you for a 
fringe, that ye may look upon it, nnd 
re me moor all the commandments of 
the Lord, and do them ; and that yo 
seek not after your own heart and 
your own eyes, after which ye ubo to 
go a whoring ; 

40 That ye may romomber, and do 


all ruy commandments, and be holy 
unlo your God. 

41 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to bo your God; I am the Lord your 
God. 

CHAPTER XVL 

Tin, rebellion of Knrah, Dalhan, and Abiram 

—The earth swallcnoeth up Korah, and a 

fire cansumeth otheri—Murmurert ilain — 

Plague stayed. 

OW Korah, tho son of Izhar, the 
son of Kohalh, the son of Levi, 
and Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliah, and On, the son of Pelcth, sons 
of Reuben, took men ; 

2 And they rose up hefore Moses, 
with certain of tho children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
assembly, famous in the oongrogation, 
mon of renown; 

3 And they gnthered themselves 
together against Moses and against 
Aaron, and Baid unto them, Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every ono of 
them, and the Lord is among them; 
wherefore thcD lift yo up yourselves 
above tho congregation of the Lord 7 

4 And when Moses heard it, he fell 
upon his face; 

6 And he spake unto Korah and 
unto all his company, saying, Even 
to-morrow the Lord will show who 
aro his, and who is holy; and will 
oause him to oome near unto him; 
oven him whom ho hath chosen will 
he oauso to como noar unto him. 

6 This do; Take you censers, Korah, 
and all his company; 

7 And put tire theroin, and put in- 
oense in thorn before the Lord to¬ 
morrow ; and it shall be that the man 
whom the Lord doth choose, ho shall 
be holy ; ye tako too maoh upon you, 
ye sons of Levi. 

8 And Moses said unto Korah, Hear, 
I pray you, yo sons of Levi; 

9 Seeraoth it but a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath 
separated you from the ooDgregation 
of Israol, to bring you near to himself 
to do the service of the tabernacle of 
tho Lord, and to stand beforo the 
congregation to ministor unto them 7 

10 And he hath brought thee near 
to him, and all thy brethron tho sons 
of Levi with thee; and seek ye the 
high priesthood also 7

11 For which oause both thou and 
all thy company are gathered togother 
againBt tho Lord; and what is Aaron, 
that ye murmur against him ? 

12 And Moses sent to call Dathan 
and Abiram, the eons of Elinh; 
which said, We will not come up; 

13 Is it a small thing that thou hast 
brought ns np out of a land that 
floweth with milk and honey, to kill 
us in the wilderness, except thou 
make thyself altogether a prince over 
us ? 

14 Moreover, thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, or given ub inheritance 
of fields and vineyards; wilt thou 
put ont the eyes of these men ? we 
will not come np. 

15 And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the Lord, Respect not thou 
their offering; I have not taken one 
ass from them, neither have I hurt 
one of them. 

10 And Moses said nnto Korah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the 
Lord, thou, and they, and Aaron, to¬ 
morrow ; 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring 
ye before the Lord every man his 
censer, two hnndred and fifty censers; 
thou also, and Aaron, each of you his 
censer. 

18 And they took every man his 
censer, and put fire in them, and laid 
incense thereon, and stood in the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all the 
congregation against them unto tLe 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation ; and the glory of the 
Lord appeared unto all the congre¬ 
gation . 

20 And the Lord spake nnto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yoorselves from among 
this congregation, that I may con¬ 
sume them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, 
and said, 0 God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, shall one man sin, 
and wilt thou be wroth with all the 
congregation 7 

23 And the Lord spake nnto Moses, 

saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, 
saying, Get yon np from about the 


tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram ; and the 
elders of Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake onto the congre¬ 
gation, saying, Depart, I pray yon, 
from the tents of these wicked men, 
and touch nothing of theirs, lest ye 
be consumed in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the taberna¬ 
cle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
on every Bide; and Dathan and Abi¬ 
ram came out, and stood in the doer 
of their tents, and their wives, and 
their sons, and their little children. 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the Lord hath sent me to 
do all these works; for I have not 
done them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be visited 
afLer the visitation of all men; then 
the Lord hath not Bent me. 

30 But if the Lord make a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that 
appertain unto them, and they go 
down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men have 
provoked the Lord. 

31 And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these 
words, that the ground clave asunder 
that wa9 under them ; 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their 
houses, and all the men that apper¬ 
tained unto Korah, and all theirgoods. 

33 They, and all that appertained 
to them, went down alive into tho 
pit, and the earth closed upon them ; 
and they perished from among the 
congregation. 

34 And all Israel that were round 
about them fled at the cry of them ; 
for they said, LeBt the earth swallow 
us up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from 
the Lord, and consumed the two hun¬ 
dred and fifty men that offered in¬ 
cense. 

36 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 

saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleasar the son of 

I Aaron the priest, that he take up the 
censers out of the baming, and scat¬ 
ter thou the fire yonder; for they are 
hallowed, 



38 Tlic censers of these 
uguinsl their own souls, lot them 
make thorn broad plates for a cover¬ 
ing of the altar; for they offered them 
before the Lord, therefore they are 
hallowed ; and they shall be a aign 
unto the children of Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest took the 
brasen censers, wherewith thoy that 
were burnt had offered; and they 
were made broad plates for ft cover¬ 
ing of the altar; 

40 To be a memorial unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, that no stranger, which 
is not of the seed of Aaron, como , 
nenr to offer incense before the Lord; 
that he be not aB Korah, and as his 
company ; as the Lord said to him 
by the hand of Moscb. 

41 Hut on the morrow all the con¬ 
gregation of the ohildren of Israel 
murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron, saying, Ye bavo killed the 
people of the Lord. 

42 And it came to pass, when the 
congregation was gathered againBt 
Moses and against Aaron, that they 
looked toward the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and, behold, the cloud 
covered it, and the glory of the Lord 
appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came be¬ 
fore the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

44 And the Lord spake onto Mosos, 
saying, 

45 Got you up from among this 
congregation, that I may consume 
them as in a moment. And they fell 
upon their faces. 

40 And Moses said unto Aaron, 
Take a oenser, and put fire therein 
from off the altar, ana put on incense, 
and go auiokly unto the congrega¬ 
tion, ana make an atonement for 
them; for there is wrath gone out 
from the Lord; the plague is 
begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moses com¬ 
manded, and ran into the midst of 
the congregation ; and, behold, the 
plaguo was begun among the people; 
and he put on incense, and made an 
atonement for the people. 

4fl And he stood Between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was 
stayed. 

49 Now they that died In the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven

hundred, besides them that died 
about the matter of Korab. 

50 And Aaron returned unto Moses 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and the plague was 
stayed. 

CHAPTER XV1L 

Aaron’s rodjlourisheth—It it Uft/ar a tokm. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Mobcs, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto tho ohildren of Is¬ 
rael, and take of every one of them a 
rod according to the house of their 
fathere, of all their princes according 
to the house of their fathers, twelve 
rods; write thou every man’s name 
upon his rod. 

3 And thou shall write Aaron's 
name upon tho rod of Levi; for one 
rod shall be for the head of the 
house of their fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
before tho testimony, where I will 
meet with you. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
the man'B rod, whom I shall choose, 
shall blossom; and I will make to 
cease from me the murmurings of 
the ohildren of Israel, whereby they 
murmur against you. 

6 And MoseB Bpako unto the ohil¬ 
dren of Israel, and every one of their 
princes gave him a rod apiece, for 
eaoh prince one, according to their 
fathers’ houses, even twelve rods; 
and tho rod of Aaron was among their 
rodB. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods be¬ 
fore the Lord in the tabernacle of 
witness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the 
morrow Moses went into the taber¬ 
nacle of witness; and, behold, the 
rod of Aaron for the house of Levi 
was budded, and brought forth buds, 
and bloomed blossoms aDd yielded 
almonds. 

9 And Moses brought out all the 
rods from before the Lord unto all 
the ohildren of Israel; and they 
looked, and took every mao his 
rod. 

10 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Bring Aaron's rod again before the 
testimony, to be kept for a token 
against the rebels; and thoa shalt 

J [aite take away their monnnringi 
rom me, that they die not 


CHAPTER XVII. 

sinners 
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11 And Moses did so; as the Lord i 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake 
onto Moses, saying, Behold, we dio, 
we perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever comoth any thing 
near onto the tabernacle of the Lord 
shall dio; shall we be consumed with 
dying ? 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

The d targe qf the priestt and Levilci—Their 
portion. 

ND the Lord said unto Aaron, 
Thou and thy sons and thy fa¬ 
ther’s house with thee shall bear tho 
iniquity of the sanctuary; and thou 
and thy Bons with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of your priesthood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe 
of Levi, the trihe of thy father, bring 
thou with Ifceo, that they may be 
joined onto thee, and minister unto 
thee; but thou and thy sons with 
thee shall minister before the taber¬ 
nacle of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, 
and tho chargo of all the tabernacle; 
only they shall not come nigh the 
vessels of the sanctuary and the altar, 
that neither they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto 
thee, and keep the charge of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, for 
all the service of the tabernacle; and 
a stranger shall not oome nigh unto 
you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
the sanctuary, and the charge of the 
altar; that there he no wrath any 
more upon the children of Israel. 

6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among the 
children of Israel; to you they are 
given as a gift for tho Lord, to do 
the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy Bons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office for 
every thing of tho altar, and within 
the veil; and ye shall serve; I have 
given your priest's offioe unto you as 
a servioe of gift; and the stranger 
that oometh nigh shall be put to 
death. 

8 And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
Behold, I also have given theo the 
charge of mine heave offerings of all 
the hallowed things of the children 
of Israel; unto thee have I given 


them by reason of the anointing, and 
to thy sons, by an ordinance for ever. 

0 This shall be thine of the most 
holy things, reserved from the fire; 
every oblation of theirs, every meat 
offering of theirs, and every sin offer¬ 
ing of theirs, and every trespass 
offering of theirs, which they shall 
render unto me, shall be most holy 
ft»r thee and for thy sons. 

10 In the most holy place shalt thou 
eat it; every male shall eat it; it shall 
be holy unto thee. 

11 And this is thine; the heave 
offering of their gift, with all the 
wave offerings of the children of 
Israel; I have given them unto thee, 
and to thy sons and to tby daugh¬ 
ters with thee, by a statute for ever; 
every one that is clean in thy house 
shall eat of it. 

12 All the best of the oil, and all 
the best of the wine, and of the 
wheat, tho first-fruits of them which 
they shall offer unto the Lord, thorn 
have I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in 
tbe land, which they shall bring 
unto the Lord, shall be thine ; every 
one that ib clean in thine house shall 
eat of it. 

14 Every thing devoted in Israel 
shall be thine. 

15 Every thing that openeth the 
matrix in aJl flesh, which they bring 
uuto the Lord, whether it be of men 
or beasts, shall he thine ; nevertheless 
the first-horu of man shalt thou 
surely redeem, and the firstling of 
andean beasts shalt thou redeem. 

16 And those that are to be redeemed 
from a month old shalt thou redeem, 
according to thine estimation, for 
the money of live shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary, whioh is 
twonty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of 
a goat, thou shalt not redeem; they 
are holy; thou shalt sprinkle their 
blood upon the altar, and shalt bum 
their fat for an offering made by fire, 
for a sweet savour unto tho Lord. 

18 And the flosh of them shall be 
thine, as the wave breast and as the 
right shoulder aro thine. 

10 All the heave offerings of the 
holy things, whioh the children of 
Israel offer unto the Lord, have J 
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^iren thee, and thy sons and thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever ; it is a covonant of salt for ever 
before the Lord unto thee and to thy 
seed with thee. 

20 And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
Thon shalt hare no inheritance in 
tbeir land, Deilher shalt thon have 
any part among them; I am thy 
part and thine inheritanoe among the 
ohildron of Israel. 

21 And, behold, I have given the 
children of Levi all tho tenth in 
Israel for an inheritance, for their 
servioe whioh they serve, ovon the 
service of the tabernacle of tho con¬ 
gregation. 

22 Neither must the ohildren of 
Israol huncoforth come nigh tho 
tabernacle of the congregation, lest 
they hear sin, and die. 

23 But tho Lovitcs shall do the ser¬ 
vice of Lhe tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, and they shall hear their 
iniquity; it shall he a statute for 
ever throughout your generations, 
that among the children of Israel 
they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the ohildren of 
Israel, whioh they offer as a heave 
offering unto the Lord, I have given 
to the Levites to inherit; therefore I 
have said onto thorn, Among the 
children of Israel they shall have no 
inhoritanoo. 

2ft And the Lord spake unlo Moses, 
saying, 

2fl Thus speak unto tho Levites, and 
say unto thorn, When ye lake of the 
ohildren of Israel the tithes whioh I 
have given yon from them for your 
inheritanoo, then yo shall offer up a 
hcavo offering of it for the Lord, oven 
a tenth part of the tithe. 

27 Ana this . your heave offering 
shall be reokoned unto you, nn though 
it were Lhe corn of tho threshing- 
floor, and as the fulness of lhe wine¬ 
press. 

29 Thas ye also shall offer a heave 
offering unto the Lord of all your 
tithes, whioh ye rooeive of the chil¬ 
dren of Israol; and ye shall give 
thereof the Lord's heave offering to 
Aaron the priest. 

20 Ont of all your gifts ye shall 
offer every heave offering of the Lord, 
of all the best thereof, even the hal¬ 
lowed part thereof out of it. 


30 Therefore thou Bhalt say unto 
them, When ye have heaved the best 
thereof from it, then it shall be 
oounted unto the Levites as the in- 
oreaso of the threshing-floor, and tw 
the inoreasc of the wino-press. 

31 And ye shall eat it in every 
place, ye and your households; for it 
is your reward for your service 
in the tabernaole of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

32 And ye shall bear no sin by rea¬ 
son of it, when ye have heaved from 
it the hest of it; neither shall ye pol¬ 
lute tho holy things of the children 
of Israel, lest ye die. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The water of separation far purification oj 
the unclean. 

ND the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 This is the ordinanoe of the law 
which the Lord hath commanded, 
saying, Speak nnto tho children of 
Israel, that they bring thee a rod 
heifer without spot, wherein is no 
blemish, and upon which never came 
yoke. 

3 And ye Bhall give her nnto Elea- 
zar the priest, that he may bring her 
forth without the camp, and one shall 
slay her before his faoe; 

4 And Eleazar Lhe priest shall take 
of her blood with his finger, and 
sprinkle of her hlood directly before 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
seven times. 

5 And ono Hhall burn the heifer in 
his sight; her skin, and her flesh, 
and her blood, with her dong, shall 
he burn ; 

0 And the priest shall take oedar 
wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and 
oast it into the midst of the burning 
of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash his 
clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall 
come into tho camp, and the priest 
shall be unclean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall 
wash his clothes in wator, and bathe 
his flesh in water, and shall be nn- 
olean until the oven. 

9 And a man that is clean shall 
gather up the ashes of the heifor, and 
lay them np without the oamp in a 
dean place, and it shall be kept for 
the congregation of the ohildren of 



Isr&tl for a water of separation ; it is 
a pui ification for sin. 

10 And ho that gathereth the ashes 
of the heifer shall wash hie clothes, 
and be unclean until the even ; and 
it shall be unto the ohildren of Israel, I 
and unto the stranger that sojourneth 
among them, for a Btatnte for ever. 

11 lie that toucheth the dead body 
of any man shall be unclcaD seven 
days. 

12 He Bhall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean ; bat if he purify 
not himself the third day, then the 
seventh day he shall not bo clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that iB dead, and 
purifieth not himself, defilethi tho 
tabernacle of the Lord; and that soul 
shall be out off from Israel; because 
the water of separation was not 
sprinkled upon nim, he shall be 
andean ; his unclcanness is yet upon 
him. 

14 This is the law, when a man dieth 
in a tent; all that como into the tent, 
and all that is in the tent, shall be 
unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which 
hath no covering bound upon it, is 
unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one 
that is slain with a sword in tho open 
fields, or a dead body, or a bone of a 
man, or a grave, shall bo undcan 
seven days. 

17 And for an undean person thoy 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and run¬ 
ning water shall bo put thereto in a 
vessel; 

18 And a dean person shall tako 
hyssop, and dip it in the water, and 
sprinkle it upon the tent, and upon 
all the vessels, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, or one 
dead, or a grave; 

19 And the dean person shall 
sprinklo upon the uuolean on the 
third day, and on the sevonth day ; 
and on the seventh day he shall pnrify 
himself, and wash his olothos, and 
hathe himself in water, and shall be 
dean at even. 

20 But the man that shall bo unclean, 
and shall not purity himself, that 
soul shall be out off from among the 


congregation, because he hath defiled 
the sanctuary of the Lord ; the water 
of separation hath not been sprinkled 
upon him ; he iB unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that sprinkleth 
the water of separation shall wash 
his clothes ; and he that toucheth the 
water of separation ehall be unclean 
until even. 

22 And whatsoever the andean 
person toucheth shall be unclean; 
and the soul that toucheth it shall be 
unclean until even. 

CHAPTER XX 

The children of Israel come, to Ztn, where 

Miriam dieth—Motes smiting the rock 

bringeth forth water at Mcribah—A t mount 

Hot Aaron dieth. 

IIEN came the children of Israel, 
cvcd the whole congregation, into 
tho desert of Zin in the first month ; 
and the people abode in Kadesh ; and 
Miriam died there, and was buried 
there. 

2 And there was no water for the 
congregation; and they gathered 
themselves together against Moses 
and against Aaron. 

3 And the people chode with Moses, 
and spake, saying, Would God that 
we had died when our hrethren died 
before the Lord ! 

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Lord into this 
wilderness, that we and our cattle 
should die there ? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us 
to come up out of Egypt, to bring as 
in unto this evil placer it is no place 
of Beed, or of figs, or of vines, or of 
pomegranates; neither is there any 
water to drink. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from 
the presence of the assembly unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, and they fell npon their 
fnceB; and the glory of the Lord 
appeared unto them. 

7 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembly together, thou and Aaron 
thy brother, and speak ye unto the 
rook before their eyes; and it ehall 
give forth his water, and thou shalt 
bring forth to them water out of the 
rook; so thon shalt give the con¬ 
gregation and thuir beasts drink. 
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9 And Moses took the rod from 
before the Lord, as he commanded 
him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together before the 
ruck, and ho said unto them, Hoar 
now, ye rebels; must we fetch you 
water out of this rock ? 

11 Aod Moses lifted up hie hand, 
and with his rod he smote the rook 
twioe; and the water came out abun¬ 
dantly, and the congregation drank, 
and their bcaBts also. 

12 And the Lord spako unto Moses 
and Aaron, Because ye believed me 
not, to sanctify me in the eyes of the 
children of Israel, Lherel'oro ye shall 
not brirrg this congregation into the 
land which I have given them. 

13 This is the water of Meribah; 
because the children of Israel strovo 
with the Lord, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 And Moses sent messengers from 
Kiidush unto tho king of Edom, Thus 
sailh thy brother Israel, Tbou knovVest 
all the travail that hath befallen us : 

15 llow our fathers went down into 
Egypt, and wo have dwelt in Egypt 
a long time ; and the Egyptians 
vexed us, and our fathers; 

10 And when we cried unto the 
Lord, he heard our voioe, and sent 
an angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt; and, behold, we aro 
in Kadoah, a city in the uttermost of 
thy border. 

17 Lot us pass, I pray thee, through 
ihy country ; wo will not pass through 
the fields, or through the vineyards, 
neither will we drink of the water of 
tho wells; wo will go by the king’s 
highway, we will not turn to the right 
hand nor to tho left, until we have 
passod thy borders. 

18 And Edom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by mo, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

19 And the ohildren of Israel said 
unto him, We will go by tho highway; 
and if I and my cattle drink of thy 
water, then I will pay for it; I will 
only, without doing any thing else, 
go through on my feet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through. And Edom came out 
against him with much people, and 
with a strong hand. 

21 Thus Edom refused to give Israel 


passage through his border; where 
fore Israol turned away from him. 

22 And the ohildren of Israel, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed 
from Kadosh, and oame unto mount 
Uor. 

23 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in mount Hor, by the 
coast of tho land of Edom, saying, 

24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people; for he shall not enter into 
the land which I have given unto the 
ohildren of Israel, because ye rebelled 
against my word at the water of 
Meribah. 

25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, 
and bring them up unto mount Hor; 

26 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleazar his son ; 
and Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people, and shall die there. 

27 And Moses did as the Lord com¬ 
manded ; and they went up into 
mount Hor in the sight of all the 
congregation. 

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 
garments, and put them upon Eleazar 
his son ; and Aaron died there in the 
top of the mount; and Moses and 
Eleazar came down from the mount. 

29 And when all the congregation 
saw that Aaron was dead, they 
mourned for Aaron thirty days, even 
all the house of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Itratl at HormaU—Fiery serpents tatt —IV 
brasm serpent. 

ND when king Arad the Canaan- 
ite, which dwolt in tho Bouth, 
heard tell that Israel oame by the 
way of the spies; then he fought 
against Israel, and took some of them 
prisoners. 

2 And Israol vowed a vow unto the 
Lord, ami said, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, 
then I will utterly destroy their oitiea. 

3 And tho Lord hearkened to the 
voioe of Israel, and delivered up the 
Canaanites; and thoy utterly destroy¬ 
ed them and their cities ; and he call¬ 
ed the name of the place Hortnah. 

4 And they journeyod from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red sea, to 
compass the land of Edom; and the 
soul of the people was muoh discour¬ 
aged because of the way. 

6 And the people spake against 
God, and against Moses, Wherefore 
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have ye brought us up out of Egypt 
to die in the wildorneea? for there ia 
no bread, neither ia there any water; 
and our aoul loathoth this light bread. 

6 And the Lord aent fiery eerpents 
among the people, and they bit the 

eople; and muoh people of Iarael 

ied. 

7 Therefore the people camo to Mo¬ 
ses, and said, We have sinned, for we 
havo spoken against the Lord, and 
against thee; pray unto the Lord, 
that he lake away the aerpenta from 
us. And Moses prayed for the 
people. 

8 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and act it 
upon a pole; and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that is bitten, 
when he lookelh upon it, Bhall live. 

9 And Moses made a serpent of 
hrase, and put it upon a pole; and it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had 
bitten any man, when ho beheld the 
serpent of bm9S, he lived. 

10 And the children of Israel set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth. 

11 And they journeyed from Oboth, 
and pitched at Ije-abarim, in the wil¬ 
derness which is before Moah, toward 
the Bunrieing. 

12 From thence they removed, and 
pitched in the valley of Zarcd. 

13 From thence they removed and 
pitched on the other side of Anion, 
which is in the wilderness that eom- 
eth out of the coasts of tho Amorites ; 
for Arnon is the border of Moab, he- 
tween Moab and the Amorites. 

14 Wherefore is it said in the book 
of the wars of the Lord, What he did 
in the Red sea, and in the brooks of 
Arnon, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks 
that goeth down to the dwelling of 
Ar, and lieth upon the border of 
Moah. 

16 And from thence they went to 
Beer; that is the well whereof the 
Lord epake onto MoSfes, Gather the 
people together, and I will give them 
water. 

17 Then Israel sang this song, 
Spring up, 0 well; sing ye unto it; 

19 The princes digged the well, the 
nobles of tho people digged it, by the 
direction of the lawgiver, with their 
staves. And from the wildornesa they 
went to Mattanah ; 


19 And from Mattanah to Naholiel; 
and from Nahaliel to Bamoth; 

20 And from Bamoth in tho valley, 
that is in the country of Moab, to the 
top of Pisgah, which Iooketh toward 
Jeshimon. 

21 And Israel sent messengers nnto 
Sibon king of the Amorites, saying, 

22 Let mo pass through thy land; 
we will not turn into the Gelds, oi 
into the vineyards ; we will not drink 
of the waters of the well ; bat we will 
go along by the king’s high way, qu 
til we be past thy borders. 

23 And Sihon would not suffer Ia 
rael to pass through his border; but 
Sihon gathered all his people together, 
and went out against Israel into the 
wilderness; and he came to Jah&i, 
and fought against Israel. 

24 And Israel smote him with the 
edge of the sword, and possessed hi? 
land from Arnon uuto Jabbok, even 
unto the children of Ammon; for the 
border of the children of Ammon was 
strong. 

25 And Israel took all these cities; 
and Israel dwelt in all the oities ot 
the Amorites, in Heshbon, and in all 
the villages thereof. 

26 For Ileshbon was the city of Sl- 
hon the king of the Amorites, whn 
had fought against the former king 
of Moah, and taken all his land out 
of his hand, even unto Arnon. 

27 Wherefore they that speak in 
proverbs say. Come into HeshboD, 
let the city of Sihon be built and 
prepared ; 

28 For there is a fire gono out of 
Ilcshbon, a flame from the oity of 
Sihon ; it hath consumed Ar of Moab, 
and the lords of tho high places of 
Arnon. 

29 Woe to thee, Moah 1 thou art 
undone, 0 people of Chemoah; be 
hath givon his sons that esoaped, and 
his daughters, into oaptinty unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites. 

30 We have shot at them; Heshbon 
is perished even unto DiboD, and we 
havo laid them waste even unto No- 
phah, whioh reaoheth unto Medeha. 

31 Thus Israel dwelt in the land of 
the Amorites. 

32 And Moses sent to spy ont Jaa- 
aer, and they took the villages there¬ 
of, and drove out the Amorites that 
wore there. 
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33 And they turned and went np hy 
the wii.v of Bashan ; and Og the king 
of Bashan went out against them, ho, 
and all his people, to tho battle at 
Edrci. 

34 And the Lord said onto Moses, 
Fear biin not; for I have delivered 
him into thy band, and all hie peo¬ 
ple, and his land ; and thou ehalt do 
to him as thou didst unto Sihon king 
of the Amoritee, which dwelt at Hcsh- 
bon. 

35 So they smote him, and hie eons, 
and all his people, until there was 
none left him alive; and they pos¬ 
sessed his land. 

CUAPTKR XXII. 

Btdak desirelh Balaam to curat Israel—An 
angrl appotclh Balaam. 

ND the children of Israel set for¬ 
ward, and pitched in the plains 
of Moab on this side Jordan by 
Jericho. 

2 Ami Balak the son of Zippor saw 
all Lhat Israel had done to the Amor- 

ites. 

3 And Moab was Bore afraid of the 
people, because they were many ; and 
Sloab was distressed hcoause of the 
children of Israel, 

4 And Moab said unto the elders of 
Midian, Now shall this oompany lick 
up all that are round about us, as the 
ox liekelh up the gross of tho field. 
And Balak tbo eon of Zippor was 
king of tho Moabites at that time. 

5 lie sent messengers therefore unto 
Balaam the aon of Beor to Pethor, 
which is by tho river of the land of 
tho children of bis people, to call 
him, saying, Behold, there is a peo¬ 
ple come out from Egypt; behold, 
they cover the face of the earth, and 
they abide over against me; 

fl Como now therefore, I pray tlioo, 
ourse me this people ; for they aro 
too mighty for me; peradvonture I 
shall prevail, that we may smilo 
them, and that I may thrive them out 
of the land ; for I koow that ho whom 
thou blessest is blessed, and he whom 
thou ourscsl is cursed. 

7 And the elders of Moab and the 
elders of Midian departed with the 
rewards of divination in their hand; 
and they came unto Balaam, and 
spake unto him the words of Balak. 

8 And ho said unto them, Lodge 
here this night, and I will bring you ! 


word again, as the Lord shall speak 
unto me; and the princes of Moab 
abode with Balaam. 

9 And God came unto Balaam, and 
said, What men are these with theef 

10 And Balaam said unto God, 
Balak the son of Zippor, king of 
Moab, hath sent unto me, saying, 

11 Behold, there is a people come 
out of Egypt, which covereth the 
face of tho earth; come now, curse 
me them; peradventure I shall he 
able to overcome them, and drive 
them out. 

12 And God said unto Balaam, 
Thou ehalt not go with them; thou 
shalt not curse the people; for they 
are blessed. 

13 And Balaam rose np in the 
morning, and said unto tho prinoes 
of Balak, Get you into your land; 
for the Lord refuseth to give me 
leave to go with you. 

14 And the prinocB of Moah rose 
up, and they went unto Balak, and 
Baid, Balaam refuseth to come with 
us. 

15 And Balak sent yet again 
prinoes, more, and more honourable 
than they. 

16 And they came to Balaam, and 
said to him, Thus Baith Balak the son 
of Zippor, Let nothing, I pray thee, 
hinder thee from coming unto me; 

17 For I will promote thee unto 
very groat honour, and I will do 
whatsoever thou sayest unto me; 
come therefore, I pray thee, curse 
me this people. 

18 And Balaam answered and Baid 
unto the servants of Balak, If Bo* 
Ink would give me his house full of 
silver and gold, I cannot go beyond 
tho word of the Lord my God, to do 
lose or more. 

19 Now therefore, I pray you, tar¬ 
ry yoalso hore thiB nigut, that I may 
know what the Lord will say unto 
me more. 

20 And God came unto Balaam at 
night, and said unto him, Lf the men 
come to call thee, rise up, if thou 
wilt go with them ; but yet the word 
which I shall say unto thee, sh&lt 
thou speak. 

21 And Balaam roso np in the 
inoruing, and saddled his ass, and 
went with the prinaeB of Moab. 

22 And God's anger was kindled 
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becauso he went; and the angel of 
the Lord stood in the way for an 
adversary against him. Now he was 
riding upon his ass, and hia two ser¬ 
vants were with him. 

23 And the aes brw the ange) of the 
Lord standing in the way, and hia 
sword drawn in his hand ; and the 
ass turned aside out of the way, and 
went into the field; and Balaam 
smote the ass, to turn her into the 
way. 

24 But the angel of the Lord stood 
iD a path of the vineyards, a wall be¬ 
ing on this side, and a wall on that 
side. 

25 And when the ass saw the an¬ 
gel of the Lord, she thrust herself 
unto the wall, and crushed Balaam's 
foot against the wall; and he smote 
her again. 

20 And the angel of the Lord went 
further, and stood in a narrow place, 
where was no way to turn either to 
the right hand or to the left. 

27 And when the ass saw the angel 
of the Lord, she fell down under Ba¬ 
laam ; and Balaam's anger was kin- 
dlod, and he smote the &sb with a 
staff. 

28 And the Lord opened the mouth 
of the ass, and she said unto Balaam, 
What have [ done unto thee, that 
thou hast sunken me these three 
times ? 

20 And Balaam said unto the ass. 
BeoauBe thou hast mocked me; I 
would there were a sword in mine 
hand, for uow would I kill thee. 

30 And tho ass said unto Balaam, 
Am not 1 thine ass, upon which thou 
hast ridden ever since I was thine 
onto this day ? was I ever wont to do 
so unto thee ? And he said, Nay. 

31 Then tho Lord opened the eyes 
of Balaam, and ho saw the angel of 
the Lord standing in the way, and 
his sword drawn iD his hand; and 
he bowed down bis head, and fell 
flat on his face. 

32 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto him, Wherefore hast thou smit¬ 
ten thine ass thoso three times? Be¬ 
hold, 1 went out to withstand theo, 
because thy way is perverse before 
mo. 

33 And the ass saw mo, and turned 
from me these three times; unless 
•he had turned from mo, surely now I 


also I had slain thee, and saved bei 
alive. 

34 And Balaam said unto the an¬ 
gel of the Lord, I have sinned ; for I 
knew not that thou atoodest in the 
way against me; now therefore, if 
it displeage thee, I will get me back 
again. 

35 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Balaam, Go with the men ; but 
only the word that I shall speak un¬ 
to thee, that thou shalt speak. So 
Balaam went with the »riacw of 
Balak. 

36 And when Balak heard that Ba¬ 
laam was come, he went out to meet 
him unto a city of Moab, which is in 
the horder of Arnon, which is in the 
utmost coast. 

37 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Did I not earnestly send unto thee 
to call thee? wherefore earnest thou 
not unto me ? am I not able indeed 
to promote thee to honour? 

38 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Lo,l am come unto thee ; have I now 
any power at all to say anything? 
the word that God putteth in my 
mouth, that shall I speak. 

39 And Balaam went with Balak, 
and they came unto Kirjath-kuzoth. 

40 And Balak offered oxen and 
sheep, and sent to Balaam, and to 
the princes that were with him. 

41 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that Balak took Balaam, and 
hrought him up into the high places 
of Baal, that thence he might see the 
utmost part of the people. 

chapter xxra. 

Bcdafvt sacrifice — Balaam's parable, 
ND Balaam said unto Balak, 
Build me here seven altars, 
and prepare me here seven oxen aDd 
seven rams. 

2 And Balak did as Balaam had 
spoken ; and Balak and Balaam of¬ 
fered on every altar a hullock and • 
ram. 

3 And Balaam said nnto Balak, 
Stand by thy burnt offering, and I 
will go ; peradventure the Lord wiB 
come to meet me; and whatsoever 
be showetb me I will tell theo. And 
ho went to a high place. 

4 And God met Balaam; and he 
said unto him, I have prepared seven 
ultars, and I have offered opon every 
altar a bullook and a ram. 
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5 Aod tho Lord put a word io Ba¬ 
laam’s mouth, and said. Return unlo 
Balak, and thus Lhou shalt speak. 

8 And he returned unto him, and, 
lo, he stood by his burnt sacrifice, he, 
and all the princes of Moab. 

7 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balak the king of Moab hath 
brought ino from Aram, out of the 
mountains of the east, saying, Come, 
curse me Jaoob, and oouie, defy Is¬ 
rael. 

8 How shall I ourse, whom Qod 
hath not cursed 7 or how shall I defy, 
whom tho Lord hath not defied ? 

9 For from the top of the rocks I 
see him, and from the hills I behold 
him; lo, the people shall dwell alone, 
and shall not be reckoned among the 
nations. 

10 Who oan count the dust of Ja¬ 
oob, and the number of the fourth 
part of Israel ? Let mo die the death 
of the righteous, and lot my last end 
bo like his ! 

11 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
What hast thou done unto me 7 I 
took theo to curso mine enomies, 
and, behold, thou hast blessed them 
altogether. 

12 And he answered and said, Must 
I not take hcod to Bpcak that which 
the Lord hath put in my mouth? 

13 And Balak said unto him, Come, 
I pray tboo, with mo unto another 
plooo, frurn whence lhou rnnyest see 
thorn; thou shalt see but the utmost 
part of them, and shalt not see them 
all; and ourso mo them from thence. 

14 And ho brought him into tho 
field of Zophirn, to tho top of Pisgah, 
and built seven altars, and offered a 
bullock and a ram on every altar. 

15 And ho Haid unto Balak, Stand 
hore by thy burnt offering, while I 
meet tho Lord yonder. 

18 And the Lord met Balaam, and 
put a word in his mouth, and said, 
Go again unto Balak, and say thus. 

17 And when he came to him, be¬ 
hold, he stood by his burnt offering, 
aod the princes of Moab with hitn. 
And Balak said unto him, Whxt hath 
tho Lord spoken ? 

18 And ho look up his parable, aua 
said, Rise up, Balak, and noar; heark¬ 
en unto me, thou son of Zippor; 

19 God is not a man, that he should 
.ie; neither the son of man, that he 


should repent; hath he said, and shall 
he not do it ? or hath ne spoken, and 
shall he not make it good r 

20 Behold, I have received com¬ 
mandment to hless; and he hath bless¬ 
ed; and I cannot reverse it. 

21 He hath not beheld iniquity in 
Jacob, neither hath he seen perverse¬ 
ness in Israel; the Lord his God is 
with him, and the shout of a king is 
among them. 

22 God brought them out of Egypt; 
he hath as it were the strength of a 
unicorn. 

23 Surely there is no enchantmeut 
against Jacob, neither is there any di¬ 
vination against Israel; according to 
this time it shall be said of Jacob and 
of Israel, What hath God wrought! 

24 Behold, the people shall rise up 
as a great lion, and lift np himself as 
a young lion; he shall not lie down 
until he oat of the prey, and drink 
the blood of the slain. 

25 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Neither curse them at all, nor bless 
them at all. 

20 But Balaam answered and said 
uuto Balak, Told not I thee, saying, 
All that tho Lord speaketh, that I 
must do? 

27 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Come, I pray thoo, I will bring thee 
unto another place; peradventure it 
will please Goa that thou mayest curse 
me them from thence. 

28 And Balak brought Balaam nnto 
tho top of Poor, that looketh toward 
Jcshimon. 

29 And Balaam said nnto Balak, 
Build me here seven altarB, and pre¬ 
pare me here seven bullocks and sev¬ 
en rams. 

30 And Balak did as Balaam had 
said, and offered a bullock and a ram 
on every altar. 

CIIAPTKR XXIV. 

Balaam prophegieth—Balak dismuaclh him 
—Sar of Jacob. 

ND whon Balaam saw that it 
pleased the Lord to bloss Israel, 
ho wcul not, as at other timeB, to seek 
for enchantments, but he set hiB face 
toward the wilderness. 

2 And Balaam lifted up his eyes, 
and ho saw Israel abiding in his tents 
according to their tribes; and tbs 
Spirit of God came npon him. 

9 And he took up his parable, and 



said, Balaam tho eon of Beor hath 
said, and the man whose eyeB are open 
hath said; 

4 He hath said, which heard the 
words of God, which saw the vision 
of the Almighty, falling into a trance, 
but having hie eyes open; 

5 How goodly are thy tents, 0 Ja- 
oob, and thy tahernacles, 0 Israel! 

6 Ae tho valleys are they Bpread 
forth, aB gardens by the river's side, 
as the trees of lignaloeB which the 
Lord hath planted, and as cedar trees 
beside the waters. 

7 He shall pour the water ont of his 
huckets, and his Beed shall be in many 
waters, and hiB king shall he higher 
than Agag, and his kingdom shall be 
exalted. 

6 God brought him forth ont of 
Egypt; he hath as it were the strength 
of a unicorn; he shall eat np the na¬ 
tions his enemies, and shall hreak 
their bones, and pierce them through 
with his arrows. 

9 Ho couched, he lay down as a lion, 
and as a great lion ; who shall stir 
him np ? Blessed is he that hlesseth 
thee, and cursed is he that ourseth 
thee. 

10 And Balak’s anger was kindled 
against Balaam, and he smote his 
hands together; and Balak said unto 
Balaam, I called thee to curse mine 
enemies, and, behold, thou hast alto¬ 
gether blessed them these three times. 

11 Therefore now flee thou to thy 
place; I thought to promote thee unto 
great honour; but, lo, the Lord hath 
kept thee back from honour. 

12 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Spake I not also to thy messengers 
which thou sentest unto me, saying, 

13 If Balak would give mo his house 
full of silver and gold, I cannot go 
beyond the commandment of the Lord, 
to do either good or bad of mine own 
mind; but what the Lord saith, that 
will I speak ? 

14 And now, behold, I go unto my 
people; come therefore, and I will 
advertise thee what this peoplo shall 
do to thy people in the latter days. 

15 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balaam the son of Boor, hath 
said, and the man whose eyes are open 
hath said; 

18 He hath said, whioh heard the 
words of God, and knew the know¬ 


ledge of the Mont High, which saw the 
vision of the Almighty, falling into a 
trance, but having his eyes open ; 

17 I shall see him, hut not now; I 
shall behold him, but not nigh; there 
shall come a Star out of Jocoh, and a 
Sceptre Bhall rise out of Israel, and 
shall Bmite the comers of Moah, and 
destroy all the children of Sbcth. 

18 And Edom shall be a possession, 
Seir also shall he a possession for his 
enemies; and Israel shall do valiantly. 

19 Out of Jacoh shall come he that 
shall have dominion, and shall de¬ 
stroy him that remainelh of the city. 

20 And when he looked on Amalek, 
he took np his parable, and said, 
Amalek was the first of the nations; 
bnt his latter end shall he that he 
perish for ever. 

21 And he looked on the Kenites, 
and took up his parable, and said, 
Strong is thy dwelling-place, and thou 
puttest thy nest in a rock. 

22. Nevertheless the Kenite shall he 
wasted, until Asshnr shall carry thee 
away captive. 

23 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Alas, who shall live when God 
doeth this! 

24 And ships shall come from the 
coast of Chittim, and shall afflict As- 
shur, and shall afflict Eber, and he also 
shall perish for ever. 

25 And Balaam rose np, and went 
and returned to his place ; and Balak 
also went his way. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

[grad commit whoredom and idolatry — 
Phinthas killeth Zimri and COzbi. — Tfu 
BHdianites art to be rerrd. 

ND Israel abode in Shittim, and 
the people began to commit 
whoredom with the daughters of 
Moab. 

2 And they called the people unto 
the sacrifices of their gods; and the 
people did eat, and bowed down to 
their gods. 

3 And Israel joined himself unto 
Baal-peor; and the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel. 

4 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Take all tbo heads of the people, 
and haDg them np before the Lord 
against the sun, that the fierce anger 
of the Lord may be tamed away from 
Israel. 

5 And Moses said ont a the judges 
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** f Id me l, Slay ye every one of his 
meo that wore joined unto Baal- 
poor. 

6 And, behold, one of the children 
of Israel came and brought unto his 
brethren a Midianitish woman in the 
sight of MoseB, and in the sight of 
all the congregation of the ojildren 
of Israel, who were weeping before 
the door of the tabernaole of tho 
congregation. 

7 And when Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar, the son of Aaron the priest, 
saw it, be rose up from among the 
congregation, and took a javelin in 
his baud; 

6 And he went after the man of Is¬ 
rael into the tent, and thrust both of 
them through, the man of Israel, and 
tho woman through her belly. So 
the plague was stayed from the chil- 
dreu of Israel. 

9 And those that died in the plaguo 
were twenty and four thousand. 

10 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 

saying, 

11 PhinehaB, the son of Eleazar, 
the Bon of Aaron the priost, bath 
turned my wrath away from the 
children of Israel, while he was zeal¬ 
ous for my sake among them, that I 
consumed not the ohildren of Israel 
in my jealousy. 

12 Wherefore say, Behold, I give 
unto him my covenant of peace ; 

13 And he shall have it, and his 
sued after him, even the covenant of 
an overlusting priesthood ; because 
ho was zealous for his God, and made 
an atonomont for the ohildren of Is¬ 
rael. 

14 Now the name of tho Israelite 
that was slain, even that was slain 
with the Midianitish woman, was 
Zinin, the son of Salu, a prinoo of a 
chief house among the Simeonitos. 

15 And tho name of the Midianitish 
woman that was slain was Cozbi, the 
daughter of Zur; he was head over 
a people, and of a chief house in 
Midian. 

10 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

17 Vex tho Midianitos, and Binito 
them; 

18 For they vex you with thoir 
wiles, wherewith they have beguilod 
you in the matter of Poor, and in the 
matter of Cozbi, the daughter of a 


prince of Midian, their sister, whioh 
was slain in the day of tho plague for 
Poor’s sake. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Israel again numbered—The law of inherit¬ 
ance—The families and number of the Le- 
vila. 

ND it oame to pass after the 
plague, that the Lord spake 
unto Moses and unto Eleazar the 
son of Aaron the priest, saying, 

2 Take the sum of all the congrega¬ 
tion of the ohildren of Israel, from 
twenty years old and up ward, through¬ 
out their fathers’ house, all that are 
able to go to war in Israel.

5 Reuben, the eldest son of Israel; 
the children of Reuben ; Hanooh, of 
whom oometh tho family of the Ha- 
noohites ; of Pallu, the family of the 
Palluites ; 

0 Of Ilezron, the family of the 
Hezronitos; of Carmi, the family of 
the Carmitos. 

7 These are the families of the 
Reubonites ; and they that were num¬ 
bered of them were forty and three 
thousand and seven hundred and 
thirty. 

8 And the sons of Pallu; Eliab. 

9 And tho sons of Eliab; Nemuel, 
and Dathan, and Abiram. This is 
that Dathan and Abiram, whioh were 
famous in the eongrogation, who 
strove against Moses and against 
Aaron in the company of Korah, 
when they strove against the Lord; 

10 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up together with 
Korah, when thatoompany died, what 
time the Ore devoured two hundred 
and fifty men; and they becamo a 
sign. 

11 Notwithstanding the ohildren of 
Korah died not. 

12 The Bons of Simeon after their 
families; of Nemuel, the family of 
the Nemuolites; of Jamin, the family 
of the Jaminites; of Jaohin, the 
family of the Jaohinites; 

13 Of Zerah, the family of the 
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Zarhitcs; of Sh&ul, the family of the 
Shaulites. 

14 These are tho families of the 
Simeonitcs, twenty and two thousand 
and two hundred. 

15 Tho children of Gad after their 
families; of Zephon, the family of 
the Zephonitcs ; of liaggi, the family 
of the Haggites; of Shuni, the family 
of the Shuniten ; 

16 Of Ozni, the family of the Oz- l 
nites; of Eri, the family of the 
Erites ; 

17 Of Arod, the family of the Arod- 
ites ; of Areli, the family of the Arel- 
ites. 

18 These are the families of the 
children of Gad according to those 
that were numbered of them, forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

19 Tho sons of Judah were Er and 
Onnn ; and Er and Onan died in the 
land of Canaan. 

20 And the eons of Judah after 
their families were; of Shelah, the 
family of the Shelanites; of Pharez, 
the family of the Pharzites; of Zerah, 
the family of the Zarhitea. 

21 And the sons of Pharez were; 
of Hezron, the family of the Ilezron- 
ites; of Ilamul, the family of the 
Hamulites. 

22 These are the families of Judah 
according to those that were num¬ 
bered of them, three-score and six¬ 
teen thousand and five hundred. 

23 Of the sons of Issachar after 
their families; of Tola, the family 
of the Tolaites; of Pua, the family 
of the Punites ; 

24 Of Jashub, the family of the 
Jashubites; of Shimron, the family 
of the Shimronitoa. 

25 These are the families of Isaa- 
ohar according to those that were 
numbered of them, three-score and 
four thousand and three hundred. 

26 Of the Bona of Zebulun after 
their families ; of Sercd, tho family 
of the Sardites; of Elon, the family 
of the Elonites ; of Jahleel, the fam¬ 
ily of the Jahleelites. 

27 Theso are tho families of tho 
Zebulunitcs according to those that 
were numbered of them, three-score 
thousand and five hundred. 

28 The sons of Joseph after their 
families were Manasseh and Ephraim. 

20 Of the sons of Manasseh; of 


Machir, the family of the Machlrites; 
and Machir begat Oilead ; of Gilead 
come (he family of the Gileadites. 

30 These are the sons of Gilead; 
of Jeezer, the family of the Jeezer- 
ites; of llelek, the family of the He- 
lekites; 

31 And of Asriel, the family of the 
Asrielites ; and of Shechem, the fam¬ 
ily of the Stiechemites; 

32 And of Shemida, the family of 
the Shemidaitee ; and of Hepher, the 
family of the Hepherites. 

33 And Zelophehad the son of He¬ 
pher had no sons, but daughters ; and 
the names of the daughters of Zelo¬ 
phehad were Mahlah, and Noah, 
Hogltth, Milcah, and Tirzah. 

34 These are the families of Ma- 
nasseh, and those that were num¬ 
bered of them, fifty and two thou¬ 
sand and seven hundred. 

35 Those are the sons of Ephraim 
after their families; of Shuthelah, 
the. family of the Shuthalhites; of 
Becher, the family of the Bachrites ; ot 

| Tahan, the family of the Tahanites. 

|. 36 And these are the sons of Sho- 
thelah ; of Eran, the family of the 
Eranites. 

37 These are the families of the 
sons of Ephraim according to those 
that were numbered of them, thirty 
and two thousand and five hundred, 
i These are the sons of Joseph after 
1 their families. 

| 38 The sons of Benjamin after their 
families; of Bela, the family of the 
Belaites ; of Ashbel, the family of 
| the Ashbelites; of Ahiram, the family 
of the Ahiramites ; 

39 Of Shupham, the family of the 
Shunhamites ; of Hupham, the family 
of the Huphamites. 

40 And tho sons of Bela were Ard 
and Naaman ; of Ard, tho family of 
the Ardites; and of Naamjn, tie 
family of the Naamites. 

41 These are the sons of Benjamin 
after their families; and they that 
were numbered of them wero forty 
and five thousand and six hundred. 

42 These are the sons of Dan after 
i thoir families; of Shuham, the family 
1 of the Shuhamites. These are the 

families of Dan after their families. 

43 All the families of the Sbuham- 
ites, aeoording to those that were 
numbered of them, wero threo-soore 
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ind four thousand and four hundred. 

44 Of the children of Asher aftor 
their families ; of Jimna, the family 
of tho Jiinnites; of Jesui, the family 
of the Jesuites; of Berifth, the family 
of the Beriitos. 

45 Of the son* of Beriab ; of Heber, 
tho family of the Heberites; of Mal- 
cbicl, the family of the Malchielites. 

16 And the Dame of the daughter 
of Asher was Sarah. 

47 These aro the families of the 
sons of Ashor according to those that 
were numbered of them; who were 
fifty and throe thousand and four 
hnndred. 

48 Of the sodb of Naphtali after 
their families; of Jahzcel, the family 
of the JahzceliteB; of Guni, the 
family of the Gunites; 

49 Of Jozer, the family of the Je- 
zerites ; of Shillcm, the family of tho 
Shillcmitcs. 

50 These are the families of Naph- 
tftli according to their families; and 
they that were numbered of them 
were forty and five thousand and four 
hundred. 

51 These wore the numbered of the 
children of Israel, Bix hundred thou¬ 
sand and a thousand seven hundred 
and thirty. 

52 And tho Lord spake unto MoseB, 
saying, 

53 Unto those the land shall bo 
divided for an inheritance according 
lo the number of names. 

54 To many thou shalt give tho 
more inheritance, and to few thou 
shall give the less inheritnnoo; to 
every one shall his inheritance be 
given according to those that were 
numbered of him. 

65 Notwithstanding tho land shall 
bo lividod by lot; according to the 
names of tho tribes of their fathers 
they shall inherit. 

56 According to the lot shall the 
possession thereof be divided between 
mauy and few. 

57 And these aro they that were 
numbered of the Levites after their 
families; of Gorshon, the family of 
the Gershonitcs; of Kohatb, the 
family of the Kohathites; of Morari, 
the family of the Moraritee. 

68 These aro the families of the 
Levites ; the family of the Libnites, 
tho family of Ibo flobrouitcs, the 
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family of the Mahlites, the family of 
tho Musbites, the family of the 
Koratbites. And Eohatb hegal 
Amram. 

59 And the name of Amram’s wife 
was Joohebed, the daughter of Levi, 
whom her mother bare to Levi in 
Egypt; and she bare unto Amram, 
Aaron and Moses, and Miriam their 
sister. 

60 And unto Aaron was born Nadab 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Itbamar. 

61 And Nadab and Abihu died, 
whon they offered strange fire before 
the Lord. 

62 And those that were numbered 
of them were twenty and three thou¬ 
sand, all males from a month old 
and upward ; for they were not num¬ 
bered among the children of Israel, 
because there was no inheritance 
given them among the children of 
Israel. 

63 These are they that were num¬ 
bered by Moses and Eleazar the 

ricst, who numbered the children of 

srael in the plains of Moab hy Jor¬ 
dan near Jericho. 

04 But among these there was not 
a man of them whom Moses and 
Aaron the priest numbered, when they 
numbered the children of Israel in 
the wilderness of Sinai. 

65 For tho Lord bad said of them, 
They shall surely die in the wilder¬ 
ness. And there was not left a man 
of them, save Caleb the son of Je- 
nbunneb, and Josbna the son of 
Nun. 

CtlAPTKR XXVn. 

The law of inheritance *— Jothua appointed 
to succeed J loses. 

HEN came the daughters of Ze- 
lophchad, tho son of Hepher, the 
son of Gilead, the son of Machir, the 
son of Manassch, of the families of 
Manossch the son of Joseph ; and 
these are the names of his daughters; 
Mnblah, Noah, and Hoglah, and 
Milcab, and Tirzah. 

2 And they stood before Moses, and 
boforo Eleazar the priest, and before 
the princes and all the congregation, 
by the door of the tabernacle of the 
oongregation, saying, 

3 Our father died in the wilderness, 
and he was not in the oompany of 
them that gathorod themselves to¬ 
gether against tho Lord in the oom- 
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pany of Korah; but died in his own 
pin, and had no sons. 

4 Why should the name of our 
father be done away from among his 
family, because he hath no son? 
Give unto us therefore a possession 
among the brethren of our father. 

5 And Moses brought their oanBe 
before the Lord. 

6 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

7 The daughters of Zelophehad 
speak right; thou shalt surely give 
them a possession of an inheritance 
among their father's brethren; and 
thou shalt cause the inheritance of 
their father to pass unto them. 

8 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, If a man 
die, and have no son, then ye shall 
oause his inheritance to pass unto his 
daughter. 

9 And if he have no daughter, then 
yc Bhall give his inheritance unto his 
brethren. 

10 And if he have no brethren, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
father’s brethren. 

11 And if his father have no bre¬ 
thren, then ye shall give his inherit¬ 
ance unto his kinsman that is next to 
him of his family, and he shall pos¬ 
sess it; and it shall be unto the chil- 
dron of Israel a statute of judgment, 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

12 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Get thee up into this mount Abarim, 
and see the land which I have given 
unto the children of Israel. 

13 And when thou hast seen it, 
thou also shalt be gathered unto thy 
people, as Aaron thy brother was 
gathered. 

14 For ye rebelled against my oom- 
mandment in the desert of Zin, in 
the strife of the congregation, to 
sanctify me at the water before their 
eyes; that is the wator of Moribah 
in Kadesh in the wilderness of 
Zin. 

15 And Moses Bpake unto the Lord, 
saying, 

16 Let the Lord, the Qod of the 
spirits of all flesh, set a innn ovor the 
congregation, 

17 Which may go out before them, 
and which may go in before them, 
and which may lead them out, and 
which may bring them in ; that the 


congregation of the Lord be not m 
sheep which have no shepherd. 

IS And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Take thee Joshua the son of Nun, a 
man in whom is the Spirit, and lay 
thine hand upon him ; 

19 And set him before Eleaiar the 
priest, and beforo all the congrega¬ 
tion ; and give him a charge in their 
eight. 

20 And thou shalt put some of thine 
honour upon him, that all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel 
may be obedient. 

21 And he shall stand before Eleaxar 
the priest, who shall ask counsel for 
him after the judgment of Urim 
before the Lord; at his word shall 
they go out, and at his word they 
shall come in, both he, and all the 
children of Israel with him, even all 
the congregation. 

22 And Moses did as the Lord com¬ 
manded him; and he took Joshua, 
andeet him before Eleazar the priest, 
and before all the congregation ; 

23 And he laid hi? hands upon him, 
and gave him a charge, as the Lord 
commanded by the band of Moses. 

CFIAPTER XXVIII. 

Offerings to be observed. 

ND the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, My offering, and 
my bread for my sacrifices made by 
fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall 
ye observe to offer nnto me in their 
due season. 

3 And thou shalt Bay unto them, 
This is the offering made by fire 
which ye shall offer unto the Lord : 
two lambs of the first year without 
spot day by day, for a continual 
burnt offering. 

4 The one lamb shalt thon offer in 
tho morning, and the other lamb shall 
thou offer at even ; 

5 And a tenth part of an ephah of 
flour for a meat offering, mingled 
with the fourth part of a bin of beaten 
oil. 

6 It is a continual burnt offering, 
which was ordained in mount Sinai 
for a sweet savour, a sacrifice made 
by fire unto the Lord. 

7 And the drink offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a bin for 
the one lamb ; in the holy place shalt 
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thou caueo the strong wine to be 
pourod unto the Lord for & drink 
offering. 

8 And the other lamb shalt thou 
offer at even ; as the meat offering of 
the morning, and as the drink offering 
thcroof, thou sbalt offer it, a sacrifice 
made by lire, of a sweet Bavour unto 
tbe Lord. 

9 And on the sabbath day two larabfl 
of the firet year without spot, and 
two tenth deals of Hour for a meat 
offering, mingled with oil, and the 
driDk offering theroof; 

10 This is the burnt offering of every 
sabbath, beside the continual burnt 
offering, and hie drink offering. 

11 And in the beginnings of your 
months ye Bhall offer a burnt offoring 
unto the Lord; two young bullocks, 
and one ram, seven lambs of the first 
year without spot; 

12 And throe tenth deals of flour 
for a meat offering, mingled with oil, 
for one bullock; and two tenth deals 
of flour for a meat offering, mingled 
with oil, for one ram ; 

13 And a several tenth deal of flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering 
unto one Iamb ; for a burnt offering 
of a sweet savour, a sacrifice made by 
firo unto the Lord. 

14 And their drink offerings shall 
be half a hin of wine unto a bullock, 
and the third part of a hin unto a 
ram, and a fourth part of a hin unto 
a lamb; this is the burnt offering of 
every month throughout the months 
of the year. 

15 And one kid of tbo goats for a 
sin offering unto the Lord shall be 
offered, besido the continual burnt 
offoring, and his drink offering. 

10 And in the fourteenth day of the 
first month is the passover of the 
Lord. 

17 And in the fifteenth day of this 
month is the feast; seven days shall 
unleavened bread be eaten. 

18 In the first day shall be a holy 
oonvooation ; ye Bhall do no omnocr 
of servile work therein ; 

10 But ye shall offer a sacrifice made 
by flro for a burnt offoring unto tho 
Lord ; two young bullocks, and one 
ram, and seven lambs of the first 

ear ; they shall be unto you without 

lemish. 

20 And their meaL offoring shall be 


of flour mingled with oil; three tenth 
deals shall ye offer for a bullock, and 
two tenth deals for a ram ; 

21 A several tenth deal sbalt thou 
offer for every lamb, throughout the 
seven Iambs; 

22 And one goat for a sin offering, 
to make an atonomont for yon. 

23 Ye shall offer these beside the 
burnt offering in the morning, whioh 
is for a continual burnt offering. 

24 After tbis manner ye shall offer 
daily, throughout the seven days, the 
meat of the sacrifice made hy firo, of 
a sweet savour unto the Lord; it 
shall be offered beside the continual 
burnt offering, and his drink offer¬ 
ing- 

25 And on the seventh day ye shall 
have a holy convocation; ye shall do 
no servile work. 

20 Also in the day of the first fruits, 
when ye bring a new meat offering 
unto the Lord, after your weeks be 
out, ye shall have a holy convoca¬ 
tion ; ye shall do no servile work : 

27 But ye shall offer the burnt offer¬ 
ing for a sweet Bavour unto the Lord ; 
two young bullocks, one ram, seven 
lambs of the first year; 

28 And their meat offering of flour 
mingled with oil, three tenth deals 
unto one bullook, two tenth deals 
unto one ram, 

29 A several tenth deal unto one 
latnb, throughout the seven lambs; 

30 And one kid of the goats, to 
make an atonement for you. 

31 Ye shall offer them beside the 
continual burnt offering, and his meat 
offering, (they shall be unto yon 
without blemish,) and their drink 
offerings. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

Offering! to lx observed. 

NU in the seventh month, on the 
first day of the month, ye shall 
have a holy convocation ; ye shall do 
no servile work ; it is a day of blow¬ 
ing tho trumpets unto you. 

2 And ye shall offer a burnt offering 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord ; one 
young bullook, ono ram, and seven 
iambs of the first year without 
blemish ; 

3 And their meat offering Bhall be 
of flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals for a bullook, and two tenth 
deals for a ram, 
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4 And one tenth deal for one Iamb, 
throughout the seven lambs j 

5 And one kid of the goals for a sin 
offering, to make an atonement for 
you ; 

6 Beside the hurnt offering of the 
month, and his meat offering, and 
the daily burnt offering, and his meat 
offering, aDd their drink offerings, 
according unto their manner, for a 
sweet Bavour, a sacrifice made by fire 
onto the Lord. 

7 And ye shall have on the tenth 
day of this seventh month a holy con¬ 
vocation ; and ye shall afflict your 
souls; ye shall not do any work 
therein; 

S But ye shall offer a burnt offering 
unto the Lord for a sweet savour; 
one young bullock, one ram, and 
seven lambs of the first year; they 
shall he unto you without blemish. 

9 And their meat offering shall be 
of flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals to a bullock, and two tenth deals 
to one ram, 

10 A several tenth deal for one 
lamb, throughout the seven lambs; 

11 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering ; beside the sin offering of 
atonement, and the continual burnt 
offering, and the meat offering of it, 
and their drink offerings. 

12 And on the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month ye shall have a holy 
convocation; ye shall do no servile 
work, and ye shall keep a feast unto 
the Lord seven days; 

13 And ye shall offer a burnt offer¬ 
ing, a sacrifice made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; thir¬ 
teen young bullocks, two rams, and 
fourteen lambs of the first year; they 
shall bo without blemish ; 

14 And their moat offering shall be 
of flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals unto every bullock of the thir¬ 
teen bullocks, two tenth deals to each 
ram of the two rams, 

15 And a several tenth deal to each 
lamb of the fourteen lambs; 

16 And one kid of the goats for a 
sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and 
his drink offering. 

17 And on the second day ye shall 
offer twelve young bullocks, two rams, 
fourteen lambs of the first year with¬ 
out spot; 


18 And their meat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullocks, 
for tho rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

19 And one kid of the gouts for a 
sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, and the meat offering 
thereof, and their drink offerings. 

20 And on the third day eleven 
bullocks, two rams, fourteen Iambi 
of the first year without hlemish; 

21 Aud their meat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullooks, 
for the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

22 And one goat for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

23 And on tho fourth day ten bul¬ 
locks, two rams, dnd fourteen lambs 
of the first year without blemish ; 

24- Their meal offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall be 
according to their number, after the 
, manner; 

| 25 And one kid of the goats for 
a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and 
his drink offering. 

26 And on the fifth day nine bul 
locks, two rams, and fourteen lambs 
of the first year without spot: 

27 And their meat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullocks, 
for the rams, and for the Iambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner: 

2S And one goat for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

29 And on the sixth day eight bul¬ 
locks, two rams, and fonrtecn Iambi 
of tbc first year without blemish ; 

30 And their meat offering an! 
their drink offerings for tho bullocks, 
for the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

31 And one goat for a sin offering; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
his meat offering, and hi9 drink of¬ 
fering. 

32 And on the seventh day seven 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
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lambs of the first year without blem¬ 
ish ; 

33 And their moat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullocks, 
for tho rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

34 And ono goat for a sin offering; 
beside the continual hurnt offering, 
his meat offering, and his drink of¬ 
fering. 

35 On the eighth day ye shall have 
a solemn assembly; ye shall do no 
servile work therein ; 

36 Rut ye shall offer a burnt of¬ 
fering, a sacrifico made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; one 
bullock, ono ram, seven lambs of the 
first year without blemish ; 

37 Their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for tho hullock, for 
the ram, and for the Iambs, shall be 
according to their number, after the 
manner ; 

38 And one goat for a sin offering ; 
boside the continual burnt offoring, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

39 These things ye shall do unto 
the Lord in your set feasts, heside 
your vows, and your freo-will offer¬ 
ings, for your burnt offerings, and 
for your meat offerings, and for your 
drink offerings, and for your peace 
offerings. 

40 And Mosos told the ohildron of 
Israel according to all that the Lord 
commanded Mosos. 

CIIAPTKR XXX. 

Of VOMI. 

Nl) Moses spake unto the hoads 
of the tribes oonoerning the 
children of Israel, saying, This is 
the thing whioh the Lord huih com¬ 
manded. 

2 If a man vow a vow unto the 
Lord, or swear an oath to bind his 
•oul with u bond; be shall not break 
his word, he shall do according to all 
that proacodeth out of his mouth. 

3 If a woman also vow a vow un¬ 
to the Lord, and bind herself by a 
bond, being in her father’s house in 
her youth ; 

4 Aud her father hear her vow, 
and her bond wherewith she hath 
bound her soul, And her father shall 
hold his pcuoo at her; then all hor 
vows (hall stand, and every bond 


wherewith she hath bound her soul 
shall stand. 

5 But if her father disallow her In 
the day that he heareth, not any of 
her vows, or of her honds where¬ 
with sho hath bound her soul, shall 
stand; and the Lord shall forgive 
her, because her father disallowed her. 

6 And if she had at all a husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered aught out 
of her lips, wherewith she bound her 
soul; 

7 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her in the day that 
he heard it; then her vows shall 
stand, and her bonds wherewith she 
hound her soul shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed 
her on the day that he heard it, then 
ho shall make her vow whioh she 
vowed, and that whioh she uttered 
with her lips, wherewith Bhe bound 
her soul, of none effoot; and the 
Lord shall forgivo her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and 
of her that is divorced, wherowith 
they have bound their souls, shall 
stand against her. 

10 And if she vowed in her bus- 
hand's bouse, or bound her soul by 
a bond with an oath ; 

11 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peaco at her, and disallow¬ 
ed bor not; then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith she 
bound her bouI shall stand. 

12 Rut if her husband hath utterly 
made them void on the day ho heard 
them; then whatsoever proceeded out 
of her lips concerning her vows, or 
oonoerning tho bond of her soul, shall 
not stand ; her husband hath made 
them void; aDd the Lord shall for¬ 
give her. 

13 Evory vow, and every binding 
oath to afflict the soul, hor husband 
may establish it, or her husband may 
make it void. 

14 Dut if her husband altogether 
bold his peace at her from day to 
day; then he established all her 
vows, or all her bonds, whioh are 
upon her; ho oonfirmeth them, be¬ 
cause he hold his pcaoo at bor in the 
day that he heard them. 

16 Rut if he shall any ways make 
them void after that ho hath heard 
thorn; then ho shall bear her Ini¬ 
quity. 
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16 These arc Ihe statutes, which the 
Lord commanded Moses, between a 
man and his wife, between the father 
and his daughter, being yet in her 
you*h in her father's houso. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

The Midianiirt are spoiled, and Balaam 
slain—Motes is wroth. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midinniles; afterward shalt thou 
be gathered unto thy people. 

3 And Mosob Bpake unto the people, 
saying, Arm some of yourselvos nnto 
the war, and let them go against the 
Midianites, and avenge the Lord of 
Midian. 

4 Of every tribe a thousand, through¬ 
out all the tribes of Israel, shall ye 
send to the war. 

5 So there were delivered out of the 
thousands of Israel, a thousand of 
every tribe, twelve thousand arined 
for war. 

6 And Mosob sent them to the war, 
a thousand of evory tribe, them and 
Phinehaa the son of Eleazar, the 
priest, to the war, with the holy in¬ 
struments, and the trumpets to blow 
in his hand. 

7 And they warred against the Mid¬ 
ianites, as the Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses; and they slew all the males. 

8 And they slew tho kings of Mid¬ 
ian, beside the rest of them that were 
slain ; namely, Evi, aud Reken, and 
Zur, and Hur, and Reba, five kings 
of Midian ; Balaam also the son of 
Beor they Blew with tho sword. 

9 And the children of Israel took all 
the women of Midian caplives, and 
their little ones, and took the spoil 
of all their cattle, and all their flocks, 
and all their goods. 

10 And they burnt all their oitics 
wherein they dwelt, and all their 
goodly castles, with fire. 

11 And they took all tho spoil, and 
all the prey, both of men and of 
beasts. 

12 And they brought the captives, 
and the prey, and the spoil, unto Moses 
and Eleazar the priest, and unto the 
congregation of the ohildren of Is¬ 
rael, unto the camp at the plains of 
Moah, which are by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

13 And Moses, and Eleazar the 


priest, and all the princes of the con¬ 
gregation, went forth to meet them 
without the camp. 

14 And Moses was wroth with the 
officers of the host, with the captains 
over thousands, aDd captains over 
hundreds, which came from the 
battle. 

15 And Moses said unto them, Save 
yo saved all the women alive ? 

16 Behold, these caused the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, through the counsel of 
Balaam, to commit trespass against 
tho Lord in tbo matter of Peor, and 
there was a plague among the con¬ 
gregation of the Lord. 

17 Now therefore kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by ly¬ 
ing with him. 

18 But all the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yourselves. 

19 And do ye abido without the 
camp seven days; whosoever hath 
killed any person, aDd whosoever 
hath touched any slain, purify hoth 
yourselves and your captives on the 
third day, and on the seventh day. 

20 Aud purify all your raiment, and 
all that is made of skins, and all work 
of goats' hair, and all things made of 
wood. 

21 And Eleazar the priest said onto 
the men of war which went to the 
battle, This is the ordinance of the 
law which the Lord commanded 
Moses ; 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, 
tho brass, the irou, the tin, and tbe 
lead, 

23 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through the 
fire, and it shall be olean ; neverthe¬ 
less it shall be purified with the water 
of separation; and all that abideth 
not the fire ye shall make go through 
tho water. 

24 And ye Bhall wash your clothei 
on the seventh day, and ye shall he 
olean, and afterward ye shall oome 
into the camp. 

25 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

26 Take the sum of tho prey that 
was taken, both of man and of beast, 
thou, and Eleazar the priest, and the 
chief fathers of tbo congregation ; 

27 And divide the prey into two 
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parte; hetween them that took the 
war upon them, who went out to 
battle, and hetween all the congre¬ 
gation. 

28 And levy a tribute unto the 
Lord of the men of war which went 
oat to battle; one soul of five hun¬ 
dred, both of the persons, and of the 
beeves, and of the asses, and of the 
sheep ; 

20 Take it of their half, and give it 
unto Eleazar the priest, for a heave 
offering of the Lord. 

30 And of the ohildrcn of Israel’s 
half, thon shall tako one portion of 
fifty, of the persons, of Ihe beeves, 
of the asses, and of the flocks, of all 
manner of beasts, and give them 
unto the Levitcs, which keep the 
charge of the tabornaole of the Lord. 

31 And Moses and Eleazar the 
priest did as the Lord commanded 
Rioses. 

32 And the booty, being the reBt 
of the prey whioh the men of war 
had caught, was six hundred thou¬ 
sand and seventy thousand and five 
thousand sheep, 

33 And three score and twelve thou¬ 
sand beeves, 

34 And three-score and one thousand 
nsses, 

35 And thirty and two thousand 
persons in all, of women that had 
not known man by lying with him. 

3fl And tbo half, which was tho por¬ 
tion of thorn that went out to war, 
was in number three hundred thou¬ 
sand and seven and thirty thousand 
and five hundred sheep ; 

37 And tho Lord’s tributo of the 
sheep was six hundred and three¬ 
score and flfteon. 

38 AdJ the beoves were thirty and 
six thousand; of whioh tho Lord's 
tribute was three-score and twelve. 

39 And the asses wore thirty thou¬ 
sand and five hundred; of which the 
Lord's trlbate was tbreo-soore and one. 

40 And the persons wore sixteen 
thousand; of whioh the Lord’s trib¬ 
ute was thirty and two persons. 

41 And Moses gavo tho tribute, 
whioh was the Lord’s heave offering, 
unto Eleazar the priest, as tho Lord 
commanded Moses. 

42 And of the children of Israol’s 
half, whioh Moses divided from the 
men that warred, 


43 (Now the half that pertained 
unto the congregation was three 
hundred thousand and thirty thou¬ 
sand and seven thousand and five 
hundred sheep, 

44 And thirty and six thousand 
beoves, 

45 And thirty thousand asses and 
five hundred, 

4G And sixteen thousand persons,) 

47 Even of the children of Israel’s 
half, Moses took one portion of fifty, 
hoth of man and of beast, and gave 
them onto the Levites, which kept 
the charge of the tabernacle of the 
Lord; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

48 And tho officers which wore over 
thousands of the host, the captains 
of thousands, and captains of hun¬ 
dreds, came near unto Moses; 

40 And they said unto Moses, Thy 
servants have taken the Bum of the 
men of war which are under onr 
charge, and there laoketh not one 
man of us. 

50 We have therefore brought an 
oblation for the Lord, what every 
man hath gotten, of jewels of gold, 
chains, and bracelets, rings, ear-rings 
and tablets, to make an atonemenl 
for our souls before the Lord. 

51 And Moses and Eleazar th« 
priest took the gold of them, eves 
all wrought jewels. 

52 And all the gold of the offering 
that they offered up to the Lord, of 
the captains of thousands, and of the 
captains of hundreds, was sixteen 
thousand Hoven hundred and fifty 
shekels. 

53 (For the men of war had taken 
spoil, overy man for himself.) 

54 And Moses and Eleazar the 
priest took the gold of the captains 
of thousands and of hundreds, and 
brought it into the tabcmaole of 
tho congregation, for a memorial for 
the children of Israel before the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Motes rrprm-eth Rrulxn and Gad — They con¬ 
quer the land assigned by Motts. 

OW tho ohildrcn of Reuben and 
tbo ohildreu of Gad had a very 
great multitude of CAttle ; and when 
they saw the land of Jazor, and the 
land of Qilond, that, behold, the 
plaoe was a plaoo for cattle; 

2 The ohildrcn of Gad and the ohll- 
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dren of Renben came and spake onto 
Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and 
onto the princes of Lhe congregation, 
saying, 

3 Ataroth, and Dibon, and Jater, 
and Nimrah, and lleshbon, and Elea- 
Jeh, and Shebarn, and Nebo, and 
Beon, 

4 Even the oountry which the Lord 
smote hefore the congregation of 
Israel, iB a land for oattle, and thy 
servants have oattle; 

5 Wherefore, said they, if we have 
fonnd grace in thy sight, let this 
land be given unto thy servants for 
a possession, and bring us not over 
Jordan. 

0 And Moses said unto the children 
of Gad and to the children of Reu¬ 
ben, Shall your brethren go to war, 
and shall ye sit here ? 

7 And wherefore discourage ye the 
heart of the children of Israel from 
going over into the land whioh the 
Lord hath given them ? 

8 Thus did yonr fathers, when I 
sent them from Kadeah-barnea to 
see the land. 

9 For when they went np into the 
valley of Eshool, and saw the land, 
they diaoonraged the heart of the 
ohildren of Israel, that they should 
not go into the land which the Lord 
had given them. 

10 And the Lord’s anger was kin¬ 
dled the same time, and he sware, 
Baying, 

11 Surely none of the men that 
game up out of Egypt, from twenty 
years old and upward, shall see the 
land which I eware unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob ; because 
they have not wholly followed me ; 

12 Save Caleb the son of Jephnn- 
neh the Kenexitc, and Joshua the 
son of Nun; for they have wholly 
followed the Lord. 

13 And the Lord’s anger was kin¬ 
dled against Israel, and he mado 
them wander in the wilderness forty 
years, until all the generation, that 
had done evil in the sight of tho 
Lord, was consumed. 

14 And, behold, ye are risen up in 
yonr fathers' stead, an increase of 
sinful men, to augment yet the fierce 
anger of the Lord toward Israel. 

15 For if ye torn away from after 
him, he will yet again leave them 


in the wilderness; and ye shall de¬ 
stroy all this people. 

10 And they came near unto him, 
and Baid, We will build sheep-folds 
here for oar cattle, and cities for onr 
little ones; 

17 But we ourselves will go ready 
armed before the children of Israel, 
until we have brought them unto 
their place; and our little ones shall 
dwell in the fenced cities, beoanse of 
the inhabitants of the land. 

18 We will not return unto our 
houses, until the children of Israel 
have inherited every man his inherit¬ 
ance; 

19 For we will not inherit with 
them on yonder side Jordan, or for¬ 
ward ; because onr inheritance is 
fallen to ns on this side Jordan easU 
ward. 

20 And Moses said onto them, If 
ye will do this thing, if ye will go 
armed before the Lord to war, 

21 And will go all of you armed 
over Jordan before Lhe Lord, until 
he hath driven ont his enemies from 
before him, 

22 And the land be subdued hefore 
the Lord; then afterward ye shall 
return, and be guiltless before the 
Lord, and before Israel: and this 
land shall be your possession before 
the Lord. 

23 But if ye will not do so, behold, 
ye have sinned against the Lord; 
and be sure your sin will find you 
out. 

24 Build yon oities for yonr little 
ones, and folds for yonr sheep; and 
do that whioh hath proceeded ont of 
yonr month. 

25 And the ohildren of Gad and the 
children of Reuben spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, Thy servants will do as 
my lord commandeth. 

20 Onr little ones, onr wives, our 
flocks, and all our oattle, shall be 
thero in the oities of Gilead; 

27 But thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before the 
Lord to battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So concerning them Moses com¬ 
manded Eleazar the priest, and Joshua 
the son of Nun, and tho ohiof fathers 
of the trihes of the children of 
Israel; 

29 And Moses said onto them, If 
the children of Gad and the ohildren 
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of Reuben will pass with yon over 
Jordan, every man armed to battle, 
before the Lord, and the land shall 
be subdued before you; then ye shall 
give them the land of Gilead for a 
possession; 

30 But if they will not pass over 
with you armed, they Bhall nave pos¬ 
sessions among you in the land of 
Canaan. 

31 And tho children of Gad and 
the children of Reuben answered, 
saying, As tho Lord hath said unto 
thy servants, so will wo do. 

32 We will pass over armed before 
the Lord into the land of Canaan, 
that the possession of our inheritance 
on this sido Jordan may bo ours. 

33 And Moses gave unto them, even 
to tbe children of Gad, and to the 
children of Reuben, and unto half 
tho tribo of ManaBseh tbe son of 
Joseph, tho kingdom of Sibon king 
of tho Amorites, and tho kingdom of 
Og king of Bashan, the land, with 
the cities thereof in tho coasts, even 
the oities of the country round about. 

34 And the children of Gad huilt 
Dibon, and Ataroth, and Aroer, 

35 And Atroth,Shophan,and Jaazer, 
and Jogbohah, 

36 And Beth-nimrah, and Both- 
haran, fenced cities; and folds for 
sheep. 

37 And the children of Reuben 
built Hephbon, and Elealeh, and 
Kirjathaim, 

38 And Nebo, and Baal-meon, 
(their names being changod,) and 
Shibmah; and gave other namos 
onto the cities which they bnildod. 

39 And the children of Maohir the 
son of Manassch went to Gilead, and 
took it, and dispossessed the Amorite 
which was in it. 

40 And Mosos gave Gilead unto 
Maohir the son of ManaBseh; and he 
dwelt therein. 

41 And Jair the eon of Manasseh 
weDt and took the small towns thereof, 
and called thorn Havoth-jair. 

42 And Nobah went and took Ke- 
nath, and tbe villagos thereof, and 
oalled it Nobah, after his own name. 

CIUPTKR XJtXIII. 

JVw and forty journeys qf the. Irruelilt »— 
The Qtnaanites to be destroyed. 

HESE are the journeys of the 
children of Israel, which went 


JOT 

forth out of the land of Egypt with 
their armies under the hand of Mote* 
and Aaron. 

2 And Moses wrote their goings out 
according to their journeys by the 
commandment of the Lord; and these 
are their journeys according to their 
goings out. 

3 And they departed from Ramoses 
in the first month, on the fifteenth 
day of the first month; on the mor¬ 
row after the passover the children 
of Israel went out with a high hand 
in the sight of all the Egyptians. 

4 For the Egyptians buried all their 
first-born, which the Lord had smit¬ 
ten among them; upon their gods 
also the Lord executed judgments. 

5 And the children of Israel removed 
from Raineses, and pitched in Suocoth. 

6 And they departed from Suoooth, 
and pitched in Etham, which is in 
the edge of the wilderness. 

7 And they removed from Etham, 
and turned again unto Pi-hahiroth, 
which is before Baal-zephon; and 
they pitched before Migdol. 

8 And thoy departed from before 
Pi-hahiroth, and passed through the 
midst of the sea into the wilderness, 
and went three days' journey in the 
wilderness of Etham, and pitched in 
Marah. 

9 And they removed from Marah, 
aQd came unto Elim ; and in Elim 
wore twelve fountains of water, and 
throe-Bcore and ten palm trees; and 
they pitched there. 

10 And they removed from Elim, 
and encamped by the Red sea. 

11 And they removed from the Red 
sea, and encamped in the wilderness 
of Sin. 

12 And they took their journey out 
of the wilderness of Sin, and encamped 
in Dophkah. 

13 And they departed from Dophkah, 
and oncamped in Alush. 

14 And they removed from Alush, 
and encamped at Rephidim, where 
was no water for the people to 
drink. 

15 And they departed from Rephi¬ 
dim, and pitched in the wilderness 
of Sinai. 

16 And they removed from the 
desert of Sinai, and pitched at Kl- 
broth-hattaavah. 

17 And they departed from EJ- 
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broth-hattaavah, and encamped at 
Hateroth. 

18 And they departed from Haze- 
rotb, and pitched in Rithmah. 

19 And they departed from Rith¬ 
mah, and pitched at Rimmon-parcz. 

20 And they departed from Rim- 
mon-parez, and pitched in Libnah. 

21 And they removed from Libnah, 
and pitched at Rissoh. 

22 And they journeyed from Rissah, 
and pitched in Keheiathah. 

23 And they went from Keheiathah, 
and pitched in mount Shapher. 

24 And they removed from mount 
Shapher, and encamped in Haradah. 

25 And they removed from Hara- 
dnh, and pitched in Makheloth. 

26 And they removed from Mak¬ 
heloth, and encamped at Tnhath. 

27 And they departed from Tahath, 
and pitched at Tarah. 

28 And they removed from Tarah, 
and pitched in Mithcah. 

29 And they went from Mithcah, 
and pitched in Hashmonah. 

30 And they departed from Uash- 
monah, and encamped at Mosoroth. 

81 And they departed from Mose- 
roth, and pitched in Bene-jaakan. 

32 And they removed from Bene- 
jankan, and cnoamped at Hor-hagid- 
gad. 

33 And they went from Hor-hagid- 
gad, and pitched in Jotbathah. 

34 And they removed from Jotba- 
thah, and enoamped at Ebronah. 

35 And they departed from Ebro¬ 
nah, and encamped at Ezion-gaber. 

36 And they removed from Ezion- 
gnber, and pitched in the wilderness 
of Zin, which is Kadeah. 

37 And they removed from Kadesh, 
nod pitched in mount Tlor, in the 
edge of the land of Edom. 

33 And Aaron the priest went up 
into mount Hor at the commandment 
of the Lord, and died there, in the 
fortieth year after the children of 
Israel were come out of tho land of 
Egypt, in the first day of the fifth 
month. 

39 And Aaron was a hundred and 
twenty and three years old when he 
died in mount Hor. 

40 And king Arad the Cauaanito, 
which dwelt in the south in the land 
of Canaan, heard of the coming of 
the children of Israel. 


41 And they departed from mount 
Hor, and pitched in Zalmonah. 

42 And they departed from Zalmo- 
nah, and pitched in Punon. 

43 And they departed from Punon, 
and pitched in Oboth. 

44 And they departed from Oboth, 
and pitched in Ijc-abarim, in the 
border of Moab. 

45 And they departed from Iim, and 
pitched iD Dibon-gad. 

46 And they removed from Dibon- 
gad, and encamped in Almon-dibla- 
thaim. 

47 And they removed from Almon- 
diblathaim, and pitched in the moan* 
tains of Abarim, before Nebo. 

48 And they departed from the 
mountains of Abarim, and pitched in 
the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

49 And they pitched by Jordan, 
from Betb-jesimoth even unto Abel- 
shittim in the plains of Moab. 

50 And the Lord spake onto Moses 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho, saying, 

51 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye are 
passed over Jordan into the land of 
Canaan ,* 

52 Then ye shall drive out all the 
inhabitants of the land from before 
yon, and destroy all their pictures, 
and destroy all their molten images, 
and qnite plnck down all their high 
places; 

53 And ye Bhn.ll disposscBB the in¬ 
habitants of the land, and dwell 
therein j for I have given yon the 
land to possess it. 

54 And ye shall divide the land by 
lot for an inheritance among your 
families; and to the more ye Bhall 
give the more inheritance, and to the 
fewer ye shall give the less inherit¬ 
ance ; every man’s inheritance shall 
be in the place where his lot falleth; 
according to the tribes of your fathers 
ye shall inherit. 

55 But if yo will not drive out the 
inhabitants of the land from before 
you ; then it shall come to pass, that 
those which ye let remain of them 
shall be pricks in your eyes, and 
thorns in your sides, and shall 
vex you in tho land wherein ye 
dwoll. 

56 Moreover it shall come to post,

that I ehall Jo unto you, as I thought 
to Jo unto them. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

The bvrrlrra of the land —TV men who divide 
the land. 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moace, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye come 
into the land of Canaan; (this is tho 
land that shall Tall unto you for an 
inheritance, even tho land of Canaan 
with tho coasts thereof;) 

3 Then your south quarter shall be 
from tho wilderness of Zin along by 
the ooast of Edom, and your south 
border Bhall bo Lhe oulmost coast of 
the salt tea eastward ; 

4 And your border shall turn from 
the south to tne ascent of Akrabbiin, 
and pass on to Zin; and tho going 
forth thereof shall bo from Lhe south 
to Kadosh-barnoa, and shall go on 
to Hazar-addar, and pass on to 
Azmon ; 

5 And the hordur shall fotch a com¬ 
pass from Azmon unto tbe river of 
Egypt, and tho goings out of it shall 
bo at tho sea. 

6 And as for the western border, yo 
shall even havo the great sea for a 
border; this shall be your west 
border. 

7 And this shall be your north bor¬ 
der; from the great sea ye shall point 
out for you mount Uor; 

8 From mount Ilor ye shall point 
out your border unto the entrance of 
Hamath; and tho goings forLh of 
border shall be to Zedad ; 

9 And the border shall go on to 
Ziphron, and the goings out of it 
shall be at llazar-onan ; this shall bo 
your north border. 

10 And ye shall poiut your east 
border from Hazar-enan to Shc- 
pham; 

11 And the coast shall go down 
Horn Shepham to Riblah, on tho east 
aide of Ain; and tho border shall 
descend, and shall reach unto the 
side of the sea of Chinnereth oast- 
ward ; 

12 And the border shall go down 
to Jordan, and the goings out of it 
shall be at the Balt sea; this ehall be 
your land with tho coasts thereof 
round about. 

13 And Mosel commanded the obil- j 
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dron of Israel, saying, This is the land 
which ye shall inherit by lot, which 
the Lord commanded to give unto 
the nine tribes, and to the half 
tribe; 

14 For the tribe of the children of 
Reuben according to the house of their 
fathers, and the tribe of the children 
of Gad according to the house of their 
fathers, have received their inherit¬ 
ance; and half the trihe of Manasseh 
have received their inheritance; 

15 The two tribes and the half tribe 
have received their inheritance on this 
side Jordan near Jericho eastward, 
toward tho eunrising. 

16 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

17 These are the names of the men 
which shall divide the land unto you; 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Nun. 

18 And ye shall take one prince of 
every tribe, to divide the land by in¬ 
heritance. 

19 And tho names of the men are 
these; Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh. 

20 And of the tribe of the ohildren 
of Simoon, Shemuol the son of Am- 
mihud. 

21 Of the tribe of Benjftmin, Elidad 
tho Bon of Chislon. 

22 And the prince of tho tribe of the 
ohildren of Dan, Bukki the son of 
Jogli. 

23 The prince of tho children of 
Joseph, for the tribo of the children 
of Manasseh, Hauniel the son of 
Ephod. 

24 And tho prince of the tribe of 
the ohildren o { Ephraim, Kewnol the 
son of Shiphtan. 

25 And tho prinoo of the tribo of 
the children of Zobulun, Elizaphan 
the son of Parnaoh. 

25 And the prince of the tribe of 
the ohildren of Issachar, Paltiel the 
son of Atzan. 

27 Aod the prince of the trihe of 
tho ohildren of Asher, Ahihud the bod 
of Shelomi. 

28 And tho prince of the tribe of 
the ohildren of Naphtali, Pedahol the 
son of Ammihud. 

20 Those aro they whom the Lord 
commanded to divide tho inheritance 
unto the ohildren of Israel in the land 
of Canaan. 
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CHAPTER XXXV. 
giffhi and forty eihej for the Leoitrs — Six of 

them citiee of refuge — The lawt of murder. 
ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
in tho plains of Moah by Jordan 
□ear Jericho, saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they give onto tho Levites, of 
the inheritance of their possession, 
cities to dwell in; and ye shall give 
also unto the LevilcB suburbs for the 
oities round about them. 

3 And the oities shall they have to 
dwell in; and the suburbs of them 
shall he for their cattle, and for their 
goods, and for all their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the oities, 
which ye shall give unto the Levites, 
shall reach from the wall of the oity 
and outward a thousand cubits round 
about. 

5 And ye shall measure from with¬ 
out the oity on the oast side two thou¬ 
sand cubits, and on the south side 
two thousand cubits, and on the west 
side two thousand cubits, and on the 
north side two thousand cubits; and 
the city shall he in the midst; this 
shall be to them the Boburbs of the 
cities. 

fl And among the cities which ye 
shall give unto the Levites there shall 
be six cities for refuge, which ye shall 
appoint for the manslayer, that he 
may flee thither; and to them ye shall 
add forty and two cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye shall 
give to the Levites shall be forty and 
eight oities; them shall ye give with 
their suburbs. 

8 And the oities which ye shall give 
shall be of the possession of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; from them that havo 
many ye shall give many; but from 
them that have few ye shall give few; 
every one shall give of his cities unto 
the Levites according to his inherit¬ 
ance which he inheriteth. 

9 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
over Jordan into the land of Canaan, 

11 Then ye shall appoint you oities 
to be cities of refuge for you; that tho 
slayer may flee thither, whioh killeth 
any person at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you cities 
for refuge from the avenger; that the 


manslayer die not, until he stand be¬ 
fore the congregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye shall 
give, six oities shall ye have for re¬ 
fuge. 

14 Te shall give three cities on this 
side Jordan, and three oities shall ye 
give in the land of Canaan, which 
shall be oities of refuge. 

15 These six oities shall be a re¬ 
fuge, both for the children of Israel, 
and for the stranger, and for the so¬ 
journer among them; that every one 
that killeth any persou unawares may 
flee thither. 

16 And if ho smite him with an i i- 
strument of iron, so that he die, he is 
u murderer; the murderer shall surely 
be put to death. 

17 And if he smito him with throw¬ 
ing a stone, wherewith he may die, 
and he die, he is a murderer; the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite him with a hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he i9 a murderer; the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 

19 The revenger of blood himself 
shall slay the murderer; when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay him. 

20 Bnt if he thrust him of hatred, 
or hurl at him by laying of wait, that 
he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die; he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death; for he is 
a murderer; the revenger of blood 
shall slay the mnrderer, when he meet- 
etb him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or havo oast npon him 
any thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith & 
man may die, seeing him not, and oast 
it npon him, that he die, and was not 
bis enemy, neither sooght his harm; 

24 Then the congregation shall judge 
between the slayer and the revenger of 
blood according to these judgments; 

25 And the congregation shall de- 
liver tho slayer oat of the hand of the 
revenger of blood, and the oongrega- 
tiou shall restore him to the oity of 
his refuge, whither he was flod; and 
he shall abide in it unto the death cf 
tho high priest, whioh was anointed 
with the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any 
time come without the border of the 
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elty of his refuge, whither ho was fled; 

27 And the revenger of blood find 
him without the borders of tho city 
of his rofugo, nnd tho revenger of 
blood kill the slayor; he shall not bo 
guilty of blood ; 

28 Rccaufic ho should have remainod 
in the city of his refuge until the death 
of the high priest; but after the death 
of the high priosl tho slayer shall ro- 
tarn into the land of his possession. 

29 So these things shall bo for a stat¬ 
ute of judgment unto you throughout 
your generations ill all your dwellings. 

30 Whoso killeth aDy person, tho 
murdorer shall bo put to death by 
the mouth of witnesses ; but one wit¬ 
ness shall not testify against any per¬ 
son to cause him to die. 

31 Moreover yo shall take no satis¬ 
faction for tho life of a murderer, 
whioh is guilty of death ; but ho shall 
be surely put to death. 

J2 And yo shall take no satisfaction 
for him that is fled to the oity of his 
refuge, that he should come again to 
dwell in the land, until the death of 
the priost. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are; for blood it defileth 
the land; and the land oannot be 
cleansed of the blood that is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him that 
shed it. 

34 Defile not thereforo the land 
whioh ye shall inhahit, wherein I 
dwoll; for I the Lord dwell among 
the children of Ieraol. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

The inheritance of daughters secured by 
marrying in their own tribes— The daugh¬ 
ters of Zelophehad. 

ND the chief fathers of tho fami¬ 
lies of the children of Gilead, 
the son of Maohir, the Bon of Ma- 
nasBoh, of the families of the sous 
of Joseph, oatno near, and spake 
before Moses, and before the princes, 
the chief fathers of tho ohildren of 
Israel; 

2 And they said, The Lord com¬ 
manded my lord to give the land for 
au Inheritance by lot to the ohildren 
of Israol; and my lord was command¬ 
ed by the Lord to give the iuhoritanoe 
of Zelophehad our hrother unto his 
daughters. 

3 And If they be married to any of 
the sons of the other tribes of the 


ohildren of Israel, then shall their In¬ 
heritance be taken from tho inherit¬ 
ance of our fathers, and shall ho pat 
to tho inheritance of the tribe where- 
unto they are roceived; bo shall it be 
taken from the lot of our inheritance. 

4 And when the jubilee of the chil¬ 
dren of Israol shall be, then shall 
their inheritance be put unto the in¬ 
heritance of the tribe whoreunto they 
are roceived ; so shall their inherit¬ 
ance ho taken away from the inherit¬ 
ance of the tribe of our fathers. 

5 And Mosos commanded the chil¬ 
dren of Israel according to the word 
of the Lord, saying, The trihe of tho 
eons of Joseph hath said well. 

0 This iB the thing whioh the Lord 
doth command concerning the daugh¬ 
ters of Zelophehad, saying, Let them 
marry to whom they think hest; only 
to the family of the tribe of their 
fathers shall they marry. 

7 So shall not the inheritance of 
the children of Israel remove from 
tribe to tribe; for every one of the 
ohildren of Israel shall koop himself 
to the inheritance of the tribe of his 
fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that pos- 
scsflcth an inheritance In any tribe of 
the ohildren of Israel, shall be wife 
unto one of the family of the tribe 
of her father, that tho ohildren of 
Israel may enjoy overy man the in¬ 
heritance of his fathers. 

9 Neither shall the Inheritance re¬ 
move from one tribe to another tribe; 
but every one of the tribes of the 
children of Israel shall keep himsolf 
to his own inheritance. 

10 Even as the Lord commanded 
Moses, so did the daughters of Zelo¬ 
phehad ; 

11 For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hog- 
lah, and Miloah, and Noah, the 
daughters of Zelophehad, wero mar¬ 
ried unto their father’s brothers’ sons; 

12 And they were married into the 
families of the sons of Manaseeh the 
son of Joseph, and their Inheritance 
remained in the tribe of tho family 
of their father. 

13 These are the commandments 
and tho judgments, which the Lord 
commanded, by the band of Moses, 
unto the ohildien of Israel in the 
plains of Moab by Jordan near Jerl- 
oho. 
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CHAPTER L 
Mom's speech. 

IIESE be the words which Moses 
spake unto all Israel on this side 
Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain 
over against the Red sea, between 
paran, and Tophel, and Laban, and 
liazeroth, and Dizahab. 

2 (There are eleven days' journey 
from Iloreb by the way of mount 
Seir unto KQdcsh-barnca.) 

3 And it came to pass in Ibe for¬ 
tieth year, in the elevenlh month, on 
the firBt day of the month, that Mo¬ 
ses spake unto the ohildren of Israel, 
according unto all that the Lord had 
given him in oommandment onto 
them; 

4 Aftor he had slain Sihon the 
king of the Amorites, which dwelt in 
Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, 
which dwelt at Astnroth in Edrei; 

5 On this side Jordan, in the land 
of Moab, began Moses to declare this 
law, saying, 

6 The Lord our God spake unto 
us in Iloreb, saying, Ye have dwelt 
long enough in tbis mount; 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to tho mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh there¬ 
unto, in the plain, in the hills, and in 
the vale, and in the south, and by the 
sea-side, to the land of the Canaan- 
ites, and unto Lebanon, unto the 
great river, the river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land be¬ 
fore you; go in and possess the land 
whioh the Lord sware unto your fa¬ 
thers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to 
give unto them and to their seed after 
them. 

9 And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone; 

10 The Lord your God hath mul¬ 
tiplied you, and, behold, ye are this 
day as the stars of heaven for mul¬ 
titude. 

11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye arc, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you!) 

12 llow can I myself alone bear 
your cum bra nee, and your burden, and 
your strife? 


13 Tako you wise men, and un¬ 
derstanding, and known among your 
tribes, and I will make them rulen 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said. 
The thing which thou hast spoken is 
good for ns to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made 
them heads over you, captains over 
thousands, and captains over hun¬ 
dreds, and captains over fifties, and 
captains over tens, and officers among 
your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between yonr brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
his brother, and the stranger that is 
with him. 

17 Ye Bhall not respeot persons in 
judgment; but ye Bhall hear the 
small as well as the great; ye shall 
not>e afraid of the face of man : for 
the judgment is God’s; and the cause 
that is too hard for you, bring it un¬ 
to me, and I will hear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye should 
do. 

19 And when we departed from Ho- 
reb, we went through all that great 
and terrible wilderness, which ye saw 
by the way of the mountain of the 
Amorites, as the Lord our God com¬ 
manded os; and we came to Kadeah- 
barnea. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are come 
unto the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the Lord our God doth give 
unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath 
set the land before thee; go up and 
possess it, as the Lord Go I of thy 
fathers hath said nnto thee ; fear not, 
neither be disoouraged. 

22 And ye came near unto me every 
one of you, and said, We will send 
men before ns, and they shall search 
us out tho land, and bring us word 
again by what way we must go up, 
and into what cities we shall come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well; 
and I took twelve men of you, one 
of a tribe; 

24 And they tamed and went up 
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l»to the mountain, anti came unto 
the vnJley of Ksohol, and searched it 
out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of 
the lnnd in their hands, and brought 
it duwn unto us, and brought us 
word again, and said, It is a good 
land which the Lord our God doth 
give us. 

28 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord your God ; 

27 And ye murmurod in your tents, 
and Baid, Because the Lord hated ua, 
he hath brought us forth out of the 
land of Egypt, to deliver us into the 
hand ofthe Amorites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up? our 
brethren have discouraged our heart, 
saying, The people is greater and 
taller than we; toe cities are great 
and walled up to heaven; and more¬ 
over wo have seen the sons of the 
Anakim there. 

29 Then I said unto you, Dread not, 
neithor be afraid of them. 

30 The Lord your God which goeth 
bofore you, he shall fight for you, ac¬ 
cording to all that he did for you in 
Egypt before your eyes; 

31 And In the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the Lord 
thy God bare thee, as a man doth 
boar his son, In all the way that ye 
went, until ye came into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not bo- 
lievo the Lord your God, 

33 Who wont in the way before you, 
to soaroh you out a place to pitch 
your tents in, in fire by night, to show 
you by what way ye should go, and 
in a olond by day. 

34 And the Lord heard the voloe of 
yonr words, and was wroth, and sware, 
■»jing, 

35 Barely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation see 
that good land, whioh I sware to give 
into yonr fathers, 

88 Save Caleb the son of Jephnn- 
neh ; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his ohildren, beoause he 
hath wholly followed the Lord. 

37 Also tho Lord was angry with me 
for your sakes, saying, Thou also shalt 
not go in thither. 

38 But Joshua the sou of Nun, 
whioh standeth beforo Iboe, he shall 


go in thither; encourage him ; for h« 
shall onuse Israel to inherit it. 

39 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
ohildren, which in that day had no 
knowledge botwoen good and evil, 
they shall go in thither, and nnto 
them will I give it, and they shall 
possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into tho wilderness 
by the way of tho Rod sea. 

41 Thun ye answered and said unto 
me, We havo sinned against the 
Lord, we will go up and fight, ac¬ 
cording to all that the Lord our God 
commanded us. And when yo had 
girded on every man his weapons of 
war, ye were ready to go up into the 
bill. 

42 And the Lord said unto me, Say 
unto them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest yo be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebolled against 
tho commandment of the Lord, and 
went presumptuously up into the 
hill. 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 
in that mountain, came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, and 
destroyed you in Seir, even unto Hor- 
mah. 

45 And ye returned and wept before 
the Lord; but the Lord would not 
hearken to your voice, nor give ear 
unto you. 

46 So ye abode in Kadesh many 
days, acoording unto the dayB that 
ye abode there. 

CHAPTER II. 

JfoKj’f speech continued. 

HEN we tnrnod, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by 
the way of the Red sen. as the Lord 
spake nnto me ; and wo oompassed 
mount Seir many days. 

2 And the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

3 Ye have oompassed this moun¬ 
tain long enough ; turn you north¬ 
ward. 

4 And oommand thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pass through the 
ooast of your brothren tho ohildren 
of Esau, whioh dwoll in Soir ; and 
thoy shall be afraid of you; take ye 
good hoed unto yoursolvos thorefore; 
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6 Meddle not with them; for I will 
not give yon of their land, no, not so 
much as a foot-breadth; hccause I 
havo given mount Seir unto Esau for 
a possession. 

6 Ye shall huy meat of them for j 
money, that yc may eat; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, | 
that yc may drink, 

7 For the Lord thy God hath bless¬ 
ed thee in all the works of thy hand; 
he knoweth thy walking through this 
great wilderness; these forty years 
the Lord thy God hath been with 
thee ; thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion- 
gaber, we turned and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

0 And the Lord said unto me, Dis¬ 
tress not the Moahites, neither con¬ 
tend with them in battle; for I will 
not give thee of their land for a pos¬ 
session ; because I have given Ar unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 

10 The Emim dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, and 
tall, as tho Anakim ; 

11 Which also were accounted giants, 
as the Anakim; but the Moabites 
oall them Emim. 

12 The Horim also dwelt in Seir be¬ 
foretime; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had de¬ 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did 
unto the land of his possession, which 
the Lord gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said I, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadcsh-barnea, until we were 
oome over the brook Zered, was thirty 
and eight years; until all the gene¬ 
ration of the men of war were wasted 
out from among the host, as the Lord 
aware unto them. 

16 For indeed the hand of the Lord 
was against them, to destroy them 
from among the host, until they were 
oonsumed. 

10 So it oamo to pass, when all the 
men of war were consumed and dead 
from among tho people, 

17 That the Lord spake unto mo, 
•aying, 


18 Thou art to past over through 
At, tho coast of Moab. this day; 

19 And when thou comcst nighbver 
against the children of Ammon, dis¬ 
tress them not, nor meddlo with them; 
for I will not give thee of the land of 
the children of Ammon any posses¬ 
sion ; hecause I hare given it unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants; giants dwell therein in 
old time; and tho Ammonites call 
them Zamzuinmim; 

21 A people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakim; but the Lord 
destroyed them heforo them; and 
they succeeded them, and dxelt in 
their stead; 

22 As ho did to the children of Esan, 
which dwelt in Seir. when ho destroy¬ 
ed the Horim from before them ; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead even unto this day; 

23 And the Avim which dwelt in 
Hazcrim, even unto Azzah, the Caph- 
torim, which came forth out of Caph- 
tor,destroyed them, and dwelt in their 
stead.) 

24 Rise ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Arnon ; be¬ 
hold, I hare given into thine hand 
Sihon the Amorite, king of Heshhon, 
and his land; begin to possess it, 
and contend with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon tho nations that are under the 
wnole heaven, who shall hear report 
of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

26 And I sent messengers ont of 
the wilderness of Eedemoth unto Si¬ 
hon king of Heshbon with words of 
peace, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land; 
I will go along by the highway, I 
will neither turn unto the right hand 
nor to the left. 

28 Thon shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink; 
only I will pass through on my feet; 

29 (As the children of Esau whioh 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me ;) until I 
shall pass over Jordan iDto the laud 
which the Lord oar God giveth us. 

30 But Sihou king of Heshbon 
would not let as pass by him ; for h# 
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hardened his spirit, and made his 
heart obstinate, that the Lord thy 
God might deliver him into thy hand, 
as be bath done this day. 

31 And tbe Lord a&id unto me, Be¬ 
hold, 1 have begun to give Sihon and 
his land hefore tbee ; begin to possess, 
that thou mayost inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against ns, 
he and all his peoplo, to fight at Jahnz. 

33 And tho Lord our God delivered 
him before us; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all bis cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed tho men, 
and the women, and the little ones, 
of every city, we left none to remain ; 

35 Only the oattlo we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, and the spoil of 
tho cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, which is by Lho 
brink of the river of Arnon, and from 
tbe city that is by the river, even 
unto Gilead, there was not one city 
too strong for us; the Lord our God 
delivered all unto us; 

37 Only unto the land of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon thou earnest not, nor 
unto any place of tho river Jabbok, 
□or unto tae oities in the mountains, 
our unto whatsoever the Lord our 
God forhade ub. 

CHAPTER IIL 
Matey i tpeecfi concluded. 

JIEN we turned, and went up the 
way to Bashan ; and Og tho king 
of Bashan oame out against us, be 
and all hlB people, to battle at 
Edrei. 

2 And tbe Lord said onto mo, Fear 
him not; for I will deliver him, and 
all his people, and his land, into thy 
band ; and thou shall do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon king of tbe 
Amoritea, wbioh dwelt at Ileshbon. 

3 So the Lord our God delivered 
into our hands Og also, the king of 
Bashan, and all his people; and we 
smote him until dodo was left to him 
remaining. 

4 And we took all hie oities at that 
time, there was not a city whioh wo 
took not from them, throe-score oities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og In Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenoed with 
high walls, gatoa, and bars; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, 
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as wo did unto Sihon king of Heah- 
hon, utterly destroying the men, wo¬ 
men, and ohildrcn, of every city. 

7 But all the oattle, and the spoil 
of the oities, we took for a prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites the land that was on this 
side Jordan, from the river of Arnon 
unto mount Hermon ; 

9 (Whioh Hermon tho Sidoninni 
call Sirion ; and the Amorites oall it 
Shcnir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Salchab 
and Edrei, oities of the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re¬ 
mained of the remnant of giants; 
behold, his bedstead was a bedstead 
of iron ; is it not in Rabbath of tbe 
children of Ammon ? nine cubits was 
the length thereof, and four ouhits 
the breadth of it, aftor the cubit of a 
man. 

12 And this land, which we possessed 
at that time, from Aroor, which is by 
the river Arnon, and half mount Gi¬ 
lead, and tho oities thereof, gave I 
unto the Reubenites and to tbe Gad- 
ites. 

13 And tbe rest of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, 
gave I unto tbe half tribe of Manas- 
eeh ; all the region of Argob, with all 
Bashan, whioh was called tbe land of 
giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took 
all the country of Argob unto the 
coasts of Goshuri and Maaohathi; 
and oalled thorn after his own name, 
Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Moohlr. 

16 And unto the Reubenites and 
unto the Gaditos I gave from Gilead 
even unto tho river Arnon half the 
valley, and the border even unto the 
river Jabbok, which is tho border of 
the obildren of Ammon ; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
tbe coast thereof, from Chinnereth 
even unto tbe sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, nndor Ashaotb-pisgah 
eastward. 

18 And I oommaoded you at that 
time, saying, The Lord your God 
hath given you this land to possess 
it; ye shall pass over armed before 
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your brethren the children of Israel, 
all that are meet for the war, 

19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know 
that ye havo much cattle,) shall abide 
in your cities which I have given you ; 

20 Until the Lord have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 
you, aud until they also possess Lho 
land which the Lord your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan ; and then 
shall yo return every man unto his 
possession, which I have given you. 

21 And I commanded Joshua at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes have 
seen all that the Lord your God hath 
done unto these two kings; so shall 
the Lord do unto all the kingdoms 
whither thou passcsl. 

22 Yo shall not fear them; for the 
Lord your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I besought the Lord at that 
time, saying, 

24 0 Lord God, thou hast begun to 
show thy servant thy greatness, And 
thy mighty hand; for what God is 
there in heaven or in earth, that can 
do according to thy works, and ac¬ 
cording to thy might? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the good land that is beyond 
Jordan, that goodly mountain, and 
Lebanon. 

26 But the Lord was wroth with 
me for your sakes, and would not 
hear me; and the Lord said nnto me, 
Let it suffice thee; speak no more 
unto me of this matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pis- 
gah, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and behold it with thine 
eyes; for thoa shalt not go over this 
Jordan. 

26 But oharge Joshua, and enoour- 
age him, and strengthen him; for he 
shall go over before this people, and 
he shall cause them to inherit the 
land which thou shalt see. 

29 So wo abode in the valley over 
against Both-peor. 

CUAPTER IV. 

An exhortation to obedience—J/otee appoint- 

cth the three citie.t of refuge on that rule 

Jordan. 

N OW therefore hearken, 0 Israel, 
unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I tcaoh you, for to 
do them, that ye may live, and go in 


RDd possess the land which the Lord 
God of your fathers giveth you. 

2 Ye shall not add unto the word 
which 1 command you, neither shall 
ye diminish aught from it, that ye 
may keep Lho commandments of the 
Lord your God which I command you. 

3 Your eyes havo seen what the 
Lord did hecanse of Baal-pcor; for 
all the men that followed Baal-peor, 
the Lord thy God hath destroyed 
them from among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the 
Lord your God are alive every one of 
you this day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you stat¬ 
utes and judgments, even as the 
Lord my God commanded me, that 
ye should do so in the land whither 
yo go to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them; for 
this is your wisdom and yonr under¬ 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statates, 
and say, Surely this great nation is a 
wiso and understanding people. 

7 Eor what nation is there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as 
tho Lord our God is in all things that 
we call upon him for ? 

S And what nation is there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which I 
set heforo you this day ? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thon 
forget the things which thine eyes 
have seen, and lest they depart from 
thy heart all the days of thy lifo; but 
teach them thy sons, and thy eons’ 
sons. 

10 Specially the day that thon 
stoodest before the Lord thy God in 
Horeb, when the Lord said nnto me, 
Gather me the people together, and I 
will make them hear my words, that 
they may learn to fear me all the 
days that they shall live upon the 
earth, and thAt they may teach their 
ohildren. 

11 And ye came near and stood 
under the mountain; and Lhe moon- 
tain burned with fire onto the midst 
of heaven, with darkness, olouds, and 
thick darkness. 

12 And the Lord spake onto yon 
out of the midst of the fire; ye heard 
the voice of the words, bnt saw no 
similitude; only ye heard a voice. 
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13 And he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded you 
to perform, oven ten commandment*; 
anu ho wrote them upon two tables 
of stone. 

14 And the Lord commanded me 
at that time to teach you statutes 
and judgments, that ye might do 
them in tho land whither ye go over 

tO pOSBCBB it. 

15 Take ye therefore good heed 
onto yoursclveB; for ye eaw no man¬ 
ner of similitude on the day that the 
Lord spake unto you in Horeb out of 
tho midst of the tire; 

16 Lost ye oorrupt yourselves, and 
make you a graveu image, the simili¬ 
tude of any figure, the likencSB of 
male or female 

17 Tho likeness of any beast that 
is on the earth, the likeness of any 
winged fowl that fiieth in the air, 

18 Tho likeness of any thing that 
crcepeth on the ground, the likeness 
of any fish that is in the waters be¬ 
neath the earth ; 

19 And lest thou lift up thino eyes 
unto heaven, and whon thou scest 
the sun, and the inoon, and the stars, 
even all tho host of heaven, ehouldest 
be driven to worship them, and servo 
them, which the Lord Lhy God hath 
divided onto all nations under the 
whole heaven. 

20 But the Lord bath taken you, 
and brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, oven out of Egypt, to bo unto 
him a people of inheritance, ab ye 
are this day. 

21 Furthermore tho Lord was angry 
with me for your sakes, and sware 
that I should not go over Jordan, 
and that I should not go in unto that 
good land, whieh the Lord thy God 
givoth thee for an inheritance; 

22 Bat I must die in this land, I 
must not go over Jordan; but ye 
shall go over, and possess that good 
land. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest 
ye forget the covenant of the Lord 
your God, whioh he made with you, 
and make you a graven image, or 
the likeness of any thing, whioh the 
Lord lhy God hath forbidden thoe. 

24 For tho Lord thy God is a con¬ 
suming fire, even a jealous God. 

25 When thou ehalt beget ohildren, 
and children’s children, and ye shall 
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have remained long in the land, and 
shall corrupt yoursclvca, and make 
a graven image, or the likenoss of 
any thing, and shall do evil in the 
sight of the Lord thy God, to provoke 
him to anger; 

26 I call heaven and earth to wit¬ 
ness against you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 
land wbereunto ye go over Jordan to 
possess it; ye shall not prolong yonr 
days upon it, but shall utterly be de¬ 
stroyed. 

27 And the Lord shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be 
left few in number among the hea¬ 
then, whither tho Lord shall lead 
you. 

28 And there ye shall serve gods, 
the work of men's hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
nor eat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt 
seek tho Lord thy God, thon shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, 
aDd all theso things are come upon 
thee, even in the latter days, if thou 
turn to the Lord thy God, and Bhalt 
be obedient unto his voioe ; 

31 (For the Lord thy God is a merci¬ 
ful God;) ho will not forsake thee, 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the 
tho covenant of thy fathers, which he 
sware unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that 
are past, whioh were before thee, 
since the day that God created man 
upon the earth, and ask from the 
ouo side of heaven unto the other, 
whether there hath beon any snob 
thing as this great thing is, or hath 
been heard like it? 

33 Did ever people hear the voioe 
of God speaking out of the midst of 
the fire, as thou hast hoard, and 
live ? 

84 Or bath God assayed to go and 
take him a nation from the midst of 
another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
and by a mighty hand, and by a 
stretohed-out arm, and by great ter¬ 
rors, aooording to all that the Lord 
your God did for you in Egypt be¬ 
fore your eyes ? 

36 Unto thee it was showed, that 
thou mightest know that the Lord he 
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is God; there is dodo else beside ■ 
him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might instruct 
thee; and upon earth he showed 
thee his great fire; and tbon heardcst 
his words out of the midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thj fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after 
them, and brought thee out in his 
sight with his mighty power out of 

Egypt i 

38 To drive out nations from belore 
thee greater and mightier than thou 
art, to bring thee in, to give thee 
their land for an inheritance, as it is 
this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and 
oonsider it in thine heart, that the 
Lord he is God in heaven above, and 
upon the earth beneath; there is 
none else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore his 
statutes, and his commandments, 
which 1 command thee this day, that 
it may go well with thee, and with 
thy ohildren after thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days upon the 
earth, which the Lord thy Godgiveth 
thee, for ever. 

41 Then Moses severed three cities 
on this side Jordan toward the sun¬ 
rising ; 

42 That the slayer might flee thither, 
which should kill his neighbour 
unawares, and hated him not in timos 
past; and that fleeing unto one of 
these cities he might live ; 

43 Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, 
in the plain oountry, of the Reuben- 
ites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the 
Gaditos; and Golan in Bashan, of 
the Manassites. 

44 And this is tho law whioh Moses 
set before the children of Israel; 

45 These are the testimonies, and 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
whioh Moses spake unto the ohildren 
of Israel, after they came forth out of 
Egypt, 

46 On this side Jordan, in the valley 
over against Beth-peor, in the land 
of Sihou king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt at Iloshbon, whom Mobbb and 
the ohildren of Israel smote, after 
they were come forth out of Egypt; 

47 And they possessed his land, and 
the land of Og king of Bashan, two 
kings the Amorites, whioh were on 


this side Jordan toward the •un- 
rising ; 

48 From Aroer, which is by the 
baDk of the river Arnon, even unto 
mount Sion, which is Hermon, 

49 And all the plain on this side 
Jordan eastward, even onto the sea 
of the plain, under the springs of 
Pisgah. 

CHAPTER V. 

The covenant in Hortb—The ten command- 
maiU—Mattt recrixxlh the law. 

A ND Moses called all Israel, and 
said unto them, Hear, 0 Israel, 
the statutes and judgments which I 
speak in your ears this day, that ye 
may learn them, and keep and do 
them. 

2 The Lord our God made a cov¬ 
enant with us in Horeb. 

3 The Lord made not this covenant 
with our fathers, but with us, even 
us, who are all of us here alive this 
day. 

4 Tho Lord talked with you face to 
face in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire, 

5 (I stood between the Lord and 
you at that time, to show you the 
word of the Lord; for ye were afraid 
by roaBon of the fire, and went not 
up into the mount,) Baying, 

0 I am the Lord thy God, whioh 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
from the honse of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have noue other godk 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in hoaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in 
the waters beneath the earth ; 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
unto them, nor serve them; for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the ohildren unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that h**e 
me, 

10 And showing mercy unto thou¬ 
sands of thorn that love me and keep 
my commandments.

15 And remember that thou waHt a 
servant in the land of Egypt, and 
that the Lord thy God brought thee 
out thence through a mighty hand 
and by a strctched-out arm; there¬ 
fore the Lord thy God commanded 
thee to keep the sabbath day. 

16 Honour thy father and thy 
mother, as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee ; that thy days may 
he prolonged, and that it may go well 
wiln thee, in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

16 Neither shalt thou oommit adul¬ 
tery. 

19 Neither shall thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou hear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour's wife, neither shalt thou 
oovet thy neighbour’s house, his field, 
or his man servant, or his maid ser¬ 
vant, bis ox, or his ass, or any thiDg 
that is thy neighbour’s. 

22 These words the Lord spake unto 
all your aesemhly in the mount out 
of the midst of the fire, of the oloud, 
and of the thick darkness, with a 
great voioe; and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two tables of 
•tone, and delivered them unto me. 

23 And it oame to pass, when ye 
heard the voioe out of the midst of 
the darkness, (for the mountain did 
burn with fire,) that ye oame near 
unto me, even all the heads of your 
tribes, and your elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the Lord 
our God hath showed us his glory 
and his greatness, and we have heard 
his voioe out of the midst of the fire ; 
we have seen this day that God 
doth talk with man, and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we 
die f for this great fire will consume 
us; if we hear the voioe of the Lord

16 And thou shalt consume all the 
people which the Lord thy God shall 
deliver thee ; thine eye shall have no 
pity upon them; neither shalt thou 
serve their gods; for that will be a 
snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; how 
can I dispossess them ? 

16 Thou shalt not be afraid of them; 
but shalt well remember what the 
Lord thy God did unto Pharaoh, and 
unto all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and 
the wonders, and the mighty hand, 
and the stretched-out arm, whereby 
the Lord thy God brought theo out; 
so shall the Lord thy God do unto 
all tho people of whom thou art 
afraid. 

20 Moreover the Lord thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until 
they that are left, and hide them¬ 
selves from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them; for the Lord thy God is 
among you, a mighty God and ter- 
riblo. 

22 And the Lord thy God will pnt 
out those nations before thee by little 
and little; thou mayest not consume 
them at once, lest the beafits of the 
field increase upon thee. 

23 But the Lord thy God shall de¬ 
liver them unto thee, and shall de¬ 
stroy thorn with a mighty destruction, 
until they ho destroyed. 

24 Aud he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt do- 
Btroy their name from undor heaven ; 
Ihcro shall no man bo able to stand 
before thee, until thou have destroyed 
them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire; thou shalt 
not desire the silver or gold that is 
on them, nor take it unto thee, lest 
thou be snared therein ; for it is 
an abomination to tho Lord thy 
God. 

26 Noither shalt thou bring an 
abomination into thine house, lest 
thou be a oursod thing like it; but 
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thou shall utterly detest it, and thou 
■halt utterly abhor it; for it is a 
oursed thing. 

CHAPTER Yin. 

An exhortation to cbtdimct, 

A LL the commandments which I 
command thcc this day shall ye 
observe to do, that ye may live, and 
multiply, and go in and possess the 
land which the Lord sware unto your 
fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
way which the Lord thy Ood led thee 
these forty yearB in the wilderness, to 
hnmble thee, and to prove thee, to 
know what was in thine heart, whether 
thou wouldest keep hiB command¬ 
ments, or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee with 
manna, which thou knewest not, nei¬ 
ther did thy fathers kDow; that he 
might make thee know that man 
doth not live by bread only, hut by 
every word that prooeedeth out of 
the mouth of the Lord doth man 
live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty years. 

& Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that, as a man ohasteneth his 
»on, so the Lord thy God ohasteneth 
thee. 

0 Therefore thou shalt keep the 
oommandments of the Lord tby God, 
to walk in his ways, and to fear him. 
7 For the Lord thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of brooks 
of water, of fountains and depths that 
spring out of valleys and hills ; 

8 A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegra¬ 
nates ; a land of oil olive, and honey ; 

0 A land wherein thon shalt eat 
hread without scarceness, thou shalt 
not lack any thing in it; a land 
whose stones are iron, and out of 
whose hills thou mayest dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art 
full, then thou shalt blosB the Lord 
thy God for the good land which he 
hath given thee. 

11 Beware that thou forget not the 
Lord thy God, in not keening his 
oommandments, and his judgments, 
and his statutes, whioh 1 command 
thee this day; 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten and 


art full, and hast built goodly houses, 
and dwelt therein ; 

13 And when thy herds and thy 
flocks multiply, and thy silver and 
thy gold is multiplied, and all that 
thou hast is multiplied ; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the Lord thy God, 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage; 

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein were 
fiery serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, where there was no water; 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rook of flint; 

16 Who fed thee in the wildernesi 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end ; 

17 And thou say in thine heart, My 
power and the might of mine hand 
hath gotten me this wealth. 

13 But thou shalt remember the 
Lord thy God; for it is he that giv- 
eth thee power to get wealth, that ho 
may establish his covenant which he 
sware unto thy fathers, as it is this 
day. 

19 And it shall he, if thou do at all 
forget the Lord thy God. and walk 
after other gods and serve them, 
and worship them, I testify against 
you this day that ye shall surely 
perish. 

20 As the nations which the Lord 
deetroyeth before your face, so shall 
ye perish; because ye would not be 
obedient unto the voice of the Lord 
your God. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Mnsta rthearttlh Ourir rthellintu. 

H EAR, 0 Israel; Thou art to pass 
over Jordan this day, to go in to 
possess nations greater and mightier 
than thyself, cities great and fenced 
up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the chil¬ 
dren of the Anakim, whom thou 
knowest, and of whom thou hast 
heard say, Who can stand before 
the ohildren of Anak ! 

3 Understand therefore this day, 
that the Lord thy God is he whioh 
goeth over before thee; as a con¬ 
suming fire he shall destroy them, 
and he shall bring them down before 
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thy face; 00 shalt thou drive them 
out, and destroy them quickly, as the 
Lord hath said unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart* 
after that the Lord thy Qod hath 
east them out from before thee, say¬ 
ing, For my righteousness the Lord 
hath brought me in to possess this 
land ; but for the wickodnesB of these 
nations the Lord doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

6 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprightness of thine heart, doBt 
thou go to possess their land; but 
for the wiokodness of these nations 
the Lord thy God doth drive them 
out from beforo thee, and that he 
may perform the word whioh the 
Lord swaro unto thy fathers, Abra¬ 
ham, Isaao, and Jaoob. 

0 Understand therefore, that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee not this 
good land to possess it for thy right¬ 
eousness ; for thou art a stiff-ncoked 
people. 

7 Remember, and forget not, how 
thou provokedst the Lord thy God to 
wrath in the wilderness; from the 
day that thou didst depart out of tho 
land of Egypt, until ye oame unto 
this plaoe ye havo heen rebellious 
against the Lord. 

8 Also in Iloreb ye provoked the 
Lord to wrath, so that the Lord was 
angry with you to have destroyed you. 

9 Whon I was gone up into the 
mount to receive the tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant which 
the Lord made with you, then I abode 
in the mount forty days and forty 
nights; I neither did eat bread nor 
drink water; 

10 And the Lord delivered onto me 
two tables of stone written with the 
Anger of God; and on them was writ¬ 
ten aooording to all the words whioh 
the Lord snake with you in the 
mount, out ol the midst of the fire, in 
the day of the assembly. 

11 And it oame to paSB at the end 
of forty days and forty nights, that 
the Lord gavo me the two tables of 
stone, even the tables of the cove¬ 
nant. 

12 And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, get thee down quickly from 
henoe; for thy people whioh thou 
hast brought fortn out of Egypt have 
corrupted themselves; they are quick¬ 


ly turned aside out of the way whteh 
I commanded them; they have made 
them a molten image. 

13 Furthermore the Lord spake 
unto me, saying, I have seen this 
people, and, behold, it is a stiff¬ 
necked people. 

14 Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them, and blot out their name from 
under heaven; and I will make of 
thee a nation mightier and greater 
than they. 

15 So I turned and oame down 
from the mount, and the mount 
burned with fire; and the two tables 
of the covenant were in my two 
hands. 

10 And I looked, and, behold, ye 
had sinned against the Lord your 
God, and had made you a molten 
calf; ye had turned aside auickly out 
of tho way which the Lord had com¬ 
manded you. 

17 And I took the two tables, and 
oast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the Lord, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 
nights; I did neither eat hread nor 
drink water, becanse of all yonr sins 
which ye Binned, in doing wiokedly 
in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

19 For I was afraid of the anger 
and hot displeasure, wherewith the 
Lord wub wroth against you to de¬ 
stroy you. But the Lord hearkened 
unto me at that time also. 

20 And the Lord was very angry 
with Aaron to have destroyed him; 
and I prayed for Aaron also the same 
time. 

21 And I took yonr sin, the oalf 
which ye had made, and burnt it 
with fire, and stamped it, and ground 
it very small, even until it was as 
small as dust; and I oast the dust 
thereof into the brook that descended 
out of the monnt. 

22 And at Taberah, and at Mm- 
sah, and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye 
provoked the Lord to wrath. 

23 Likewise when the Lord sent 
you from Kadesh-barnea, saying, Go 
up aDd possess the land whioh I hive 
given you; thon ye rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord your 
God, and ye believed him not, nor 
hearkened to his voloe.

24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the Lord from the day that I knew 
yon. 

25 Thns I fell down before the 
Lord forty days and forty nights, as 
I fell down at the first; because the 
Lord had Baid he would destroy 
you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord God, de¬ 
stroy not thy people and thine in¬ 
heritance, which thou hast redeemed 
through thy greatness, which thou 
hast brought forth out of Egypt with 
a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abra¬ 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob ; look not un¬ 
to the stuhhomess of this people, nor 
to their wickedness, nor to their sin; 

28 Lest the land whence thou 
broughteet us out say, Because the 
Lord was not ahle to bring them 
into the land which he promised 
them, and hecause ho hated them, 
he hath brought them out to slay 
them in the wilderneea. 

29 Yet they are thy people and 
thine inheritance,which thou brought- 
est out hy thy mighty power and by 
thy stretohed-out arm. 

CHAPTER X.

T that time the Lord said unto 
me, Hew thee two other tables 
of Btone like unto the first, and come 
up unto me upon the mount, and 
make thee an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tahles the 
words that were on the first tahles, 
whioh thou breakest, save the words 
of the overlasting covenant of the 
holy priesthood, and thou shalt put 
them in the ark.

10 And I stayed in the mount, ac¬ 
cording to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the Lord 
hearkened unto me at that time 
also, and the Lord would not destroy 
thee.

chapter xi. 

A n exhortation to obedience—A cartful study 
of God's words er\joined— Tht blessing amt 
curse. 

T herefore thou shait love the 

Lord thy God, and keep his 
charge, and his statutes, and his 
judgments, and his commandments, 
alway. 

2 And know ye this day; for I 
speak not with your ohildren which 
have not known, and which have not 
seen the chastisement of the Lord 
yonr God, his greatness, his mighty 
hand, and his strotohed-out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, 
whioh he did in the midst of Egypt 
onto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
unto all his land ; 

4 And what he did unto tho army 
of Egypt, unto their horses, and to 
their chariots; how he made the 
water of tho Red sea to overflow 
them as thoy pursued after you, and 
how the Lora hath destroyed them 
unto this day; 

5 And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness, until ye came into this 
place; 

0 And what he did unto Dathan 
and Ablram, tbe sons of Eliab, the 
son of Reuben; how tbe earth open¬ 
ed her mouth, and swallowed tnem 
up, and their households, and their 
tents, and all the substanoe that was 
In thoir possession, in the midst of all 
Israel; 

7 But your eyes have seen all the 
great acts of the Lord whioh he did. 


8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments which I command 
you this day, that ye may be strong, 
and go in and possess the land, 
whither ye go to possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your 
days in the land, which the Lord 
swaro unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed, a land that 
floweth with milk and honey. 

10 For the land, whither thou goest 
in to possess it, is not as tho land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came out, 
where thou sowedst thy seed, and 
wateredst it with thy foot, as a gar¬ 
den of herbs; 

11 But the land whither ye go to 
possess it, is a land of hills and val¬ 
leys, and drinketh water of the rain 
of heaven ; 

12 A land which the Lord thy God 
careth for; the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the be¬ 
ginning of the year even unto the end 
of tho year. 

13 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
shall hearken diligently unto my com¬ 
mandments which I command you 
this day, to love the Lord your God, 
and to serve him with all your heart 
and with all your soul, 

14 That I will give you the rain of 
your land in his due season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thou 
mayest gather in thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will Bend grass in thy 
fields for thy cattle, that thou mayest 
eat and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, and ye 
turn aside, and Berve other gods, and 
worship them ; 

17 And then the Lord’s wrath be 
kindled against you, and he shut up 
the heaven, that there be no rain, 
and that the land yield not her fruit; 
and lest ye porinh quickly from off 
the good land whioh the Lord giveth 
you. 

18 Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in yonr heart and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon 
your hand, that they may be as front- 
letB between your eyes. 

19 And ye shall teach them yonr 
ohildren, speaking of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way, when thoa 
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Ueert down, and when thon riseet | 

fo And thon shalt write them upon 
the door poets of thine hon9e, and 
upon thy gates; 

21 That your days may be multi¬ 
plied, and the days of your children, 
m the land which the Lord sware 
onto your fathers to give them, 
as the days of heaven upon the 
earth. 

22 For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I 
command yon, to do them, to love 
the Lord your God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to cleave unto him ; 

23 Then will the Lord drive out all 
these nations from hefore you, and ye 
shall possess greater nations and 
migh'ior than yourselves. 

24 Brery place whereon the soles 
of yonr feet shall tread shall be 
yours; from the wilderness and Leb¬ 
anon, from the river, the river Eu¬ 
phrates, even unto the uttermost sea 
shall your coast be. 

25 There shall no man be ahle to 
stand hofore you; for the Lord your 
God shall lay the fear of you and the 
dread of you upon all the land that 
ye shall tread upon, as he hath said 
onto yon. 

26 Behold, I set before you this day 
a blessing and a curse ; 

27 A hlessing, if ye obey the com¬ 
mandments of tho Lord your God, 
which I oommand you this day ; 

28 And a curse, if yo will not obey 
the commandmentg of the Lord your 
God, hut turn aside out of the way 
which I command yon this day, to go 
after other gods, whioh ye have not 
known. 

20 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lord thy God hath hrought thee 
In unto the land wither thou goest to 
possess it, that thou shalt put the 
messing upon mount Qeriiim, and 
the curse upon mount Ebal. 

30 Are they not on tho othor side 
Jordan, by the way where the snn 
goeth down, in the land of the Ca- 
naanitee, whioh dwell in the cham¬ 
paign over against Gilgal, hoside the 
plains of Moreh ? 

31 For ye Bhall pass over Jordan to 
go in to possess tne land whioh the 
Lord yonr God giveth yon, and ye 
shall possess it, and dwell therein. 


32 And ye shall ohserve to do all 
the statutes and judgments whioh I 
set before yon this day. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Idolatry forbidden—The place of God's ter- 
vice it to be kept—Blood it forbidden — 
The Lcrilt not to be forsaken. 

T HESE are the statutes and judg¬ 
ments, which ye shall observe to 
do in the land, which the Lord God 
of thy fathers giveth thee to possess 
it, all the days that ye live upon the 
earth. 

2 Ye shall ntterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations which ye 
shall possess served their gods, 
upon the high mountains, and upon 
the hills, and under every greeD 
tree; 

3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and bum 
their groves with fire; and ye shall 
hew down the graven images of their 
gods, and destroy the names of them 
ont of that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so nnto the Lord 
your God. 

5 Bnt unto the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose out of all 
your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye seek, 
and thither thou shalt come : 

6 And thither ye shall hring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings 
of yonr hand, and yonr vows, and 
your freewill offerings, and the first¬ 
lings of yonr herds and of your 
flocks; 

7 And there ye shall eat hefore the 
Lord your God, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye pnt your hand unto, ye 
and your households, wherein the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall notdo after all the things 
that we do here this day, every mao 
whatsoever is right in his own 
eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, whioh 
the Lord your God giveth yon. 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, 
and dwell in the land whioh the 
Lord your God giveth you to inherit, 
and when he giveth you rest from all 
yonr enemies round ahont, so that ye 
dwell in safety; 

11 Then there shall he a place which 
the Lord yonr God shall ohoose to 
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dtoM hla namo to dwell there; thither 
shall ye bring all that I command 
you; yonr burnt offerings, and your 
sacrifices, your tithes, and the heave 
offering of your hand, and all your 
ohoioe vows which ye vow unto the 
Lord; 

12 And ye shall rejoioo before the 
Lord your God, ye, and your sons, 
and your daughters, and your men 
servants, and your maid servants, and 
the Levite that is within your gates; 
forasmuch as he hath no part nor in¬ 
heritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest; 

14 But in the place which the Lord 
shall choose in ono of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, 
and there thou shalt do all that I com¬ 
mand thee. 

15 Notwithstanding,thou raayest kill 
and caI flesh in all thy gates, whatso¬ 
ever thy soul luateth after, according 
to the hlessing of the Lord thy God 
which he hath given thee; the unclean 
and the olean may eat thereof, as of 
the roebuck, and as of tho hart. 

10 Only ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the oarth as 
water. 

17 Thou mayest not eat within thy 
gatos the tithe of tby corn, or of thy 
wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings of 
thy herds or of thy flock, nor any of 
thy vows which thou vowost, nor thy 
free-will offerings, or heave offering 
of thine hacd ; 

18 But thou must eat them hofore 
the Lord thy God in the plaoe whioh 
the Lord thy God shall choose, thou, 
and thy eon, and thy daughter, and 
thy mao servant, and thy maid ser¬ 
vant, and tho Lcvito that is within 
thy gates; and thou shalt rejoice be¬ 
fore tho Lord thy God in all that thou 
pattest thine hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou 
forsake not the Levite as long as thou 
livost upon the earth. 

20 When the Lord thy God shall en¬ 
large thy border, as be hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat 
flesh, because thy soul longeth to eat 
flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, whatso¬ 
ever thy soul lusteth after. 

21 If the place which the Lord thy 
God hath chosen to put his name 
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thore be too far from theo, then thou 
shalt kill of thy herd and of thy flock, 
whioh the Lord hath given thee, u I 
have commanded thee, and thon shalt 
eat in thy gates whatsoever thy soul 
lusteth after. 

22 Even as the roehnok and the hart 
is eaten, so thou shalt eat them; the 
unolean and the olean shalleat of them 
alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou oat not the 
blood; for the blood is the life; and 
thou mayest not eat the life with the 
flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; Lhou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it may 
go well with thoe, and with thy chil¬ 
dren after thee, when thou shalt do 
that which is right in the sight of the 
Lord. 

20 Only thy holy things which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place whioh the Lord 
shall choose; 

27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, the flesh and the blood, 
upon the altar of the Lord thy God; 
and the blood of thy sacrifices shall 
he poured out upon the altar of the 
Lord thy God, and thou shalt oat the 
flesh. 

28 Ohserve and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it may 
go well with thee, and with thy chil¬ 
dren after thee for ever, when thou 
doest that whioh is good and right in 
tho sight of the Lord thy God. 

29 When the Lord thy God shall 
out off the nations from hefore thee, 
whither thou goest to possess them, 
and thou suoceodest them, and dwell- 
est in their land ; 

30 Take heed to thyself that thou be 
not snared hy following them, after 
that they be destroyed from before 
thee; and that thou inquire not after 
their gods, saying, How did these na¬ 
tions serve their gods? even bo will I 
do likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so onto the 
Lord thy God; for every abomination 
to the Lord which he hateth have they 
done unto their gods; for even their 
sons and their daughters they have 
burnt in the fire to their gods. 

32 What thing soever I command 
you, observe to do It; thou shalt not 
add thereto, nor diminish from 1L 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

Idolatry forbidden. 

F tho-'e arise among you a prophet, 
or a dieamerof dreams, and giveth 
thee a sign or a wonder, 

2 And the sign or the wonder come 
to pass, whereof he epake unto thee, 
saying, Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let 
us serve them ; 

3 Thou Bhalt not hearken unto the 
words of thatnrophet, or that dreamer 
cf dreams; (or the Lord your God 
proveth you, to know whether ye love 
the Lord your God with all your heart 
and with all your soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the Lord your 
God, and fear him, and keep his com¬ 
mandments, and obey his voice, and 
ye shall serve him, and cleave unto 
him. 

5 And that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams, shall be put to death ; bo- 
oause he hath Bpoken to turn you 
away from the Lord your God, which 
bronght you out of the land of Egypt, 
and redeemed you out of the house of 
bondage, to thrust thee out of the 
way which the Lord thy God com¬ 
manded thee to walk in. So shall 
thou put the evil away from the midst 
of thee. 

6 If thy brother, the son of thy mo¬ 
ther, or thy son, or thy daughter, or 
the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, 
which is as thine own soul, entioe thee 
secretly, saying, Lot us go and servo 
other godB, which thou hastnotknown, 
thou, nor thy fathers; 

7 Namely, of the gods of the people 
whioh are round about you, nign unto 
thee, or far off from thee, from the ono 
end of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth ; 

6 Thou shall not consent unto him, 
nor hearken unto him ; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou 
spare, neither shalt thou oonoeal him; 

9 But thou shalt surely kill him; 
thine hand shall be first upon him to 

ut him to death, and afterwards the 
and of all the people. 

10 And thou shalt stone him with 
etones, that he die ; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lord thy God, whioh brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
of bondage. 

11 And all Israel shall hear, and 


fear, and shall do no more any such 
wiokcdnesB as this is among you. 

12 If thou ahalt hear say in one of 
thy cities, which the Lord thy God 
hath given thee to dwell there, say¬ 
ing* 

13 Certain men, the children of Be¬ 
lial, are gone out from among you, 
and have withdrawn the inhabitants 
of their city, saying, Let us go and 
serve other gods, whioh ye have not 
known; 

14 Then shalt thou inquire, and make 
search, and ask diligently; and, be¬ 
hold, if it be truth, and the thing cer¬ 
tain, that such abomination i* wrought 
among you ; 

15 Thou shalt surely smite the in¬ 
habitants of that city with the edge 
of the sword, destroying it utterly, 
and all that is therein, and Lhe cattle 
thereof, with the edge of the sword. 

16 And thon shalt gather all the 
spoil of it into the midst of the street 
thereof, and shalt burn with firo the 
city^and all the spoil thereof every 
whit, for the Lord thy God; and it 
shall be a heap for ever; it ihall not 
be built again. 

17 And there shall oleave naught 
of the cursed thing to thine hand; 
that the Lord may turn from the 
fierceness of his anger, and show 
thee mercy, and have compassion 
upon thee, and multiply thee, as he 
hath sworn unto thy fathera; 

18 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep 
all his commandments which I com¬ 
mand thee this day, to do that which 
ia right in the eyea of the Lord thy 
God. 

CHAPTER XTV. 

Beetrictum j in mourning — What may, and 
what may not he eaten—Of txihrj. 

E are tho children of the Lord 
your God ; ye shall not cut 
yoursolves, nor make any baldness 
hetween your eyes for the dead. 

2 For thou art a holy people unto 
the Lord thy God, and the Lord hath 
chosen thee to be a peculiar people 
unto himself, above all the nations 
that are upon the earth. 

3 Thou shalt not eat any abomina¬ 
ble thing. 

4 These are tho beasts whioh ye 
shall eat; the oi, the sheep, and the 
goat. 
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ft The hart, anil the roebuck, ami 
the fallow doer, and tho wild goat, 
and the pygarg, and the wild ox, 
and tho onaiuois. 

0 And every beast that narteth the 
hoof, and olcaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and ohewelh the cud among 
the boasts, that ye shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not 
eat, of them that chew tho oud, or of 
them that divide the oloven hoof; as 
the oarnel, and the hare, and the co¬ 
ney ; for they chew tho oud, but di¬ 
vide not the hoof; therefore they are 
unclean unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divideth 
the hoof, yet ohoweth not the ond, it 
is UDoloan unto you; ye shall not eat 
of thoir flesh, nor touoh their dead 
carcass. 

9 Those ye shall eat, of all that are 
in tbo waters; all that have fins and 
scales shall ye eat; 

10 And whatsoever hath not fins 
and soales ye may noL eat; it is un- 
oloan unto you. 

11 Of all clean birds ye shall eat. 

12 But these are they of which ye 
shall noteat; the eagle, and tho os- 
sifrage, and the ospray, 

13 And the glede, and the kite, and 
tho vulture after his kind, 

14 And every raven after his kind, 

15 And the owl, and the night- 
hawk, and the cuckoo, and the hawk 
after bis kind, 

10 Tho little owl, and the great owl, 
nud the swan, 

17 And the polioan, and the gier 
eagle, and the oormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron 
after her kind, and the lapwing, and 
the bat. 

19 And every oreeping thing that 
flieth is unclean unto you; they shall 
not be eaten. 

20 But of all clean fowls ye may 
eat. 

21 Ye shall not eat of anything that 
dieth of itself; thou shalt not give it 
unto tho stranger that is in thy gates, 
that he may eat it; or thou m&yest 
not sell it unto an alien ; for thou art 
a holy people unto the Lord thy God. 
Thou enalt not seethe a kid in his 
mother's milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the 
increase of thy seed, that the field 
biingeth forth year by year. 


j 23 And tl*m shall eat before the 
i Lord thy flod, in the place which he 
shall choose to place his name there, 
tho tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, 
and of thine oil, and the firstlings 
of thy herds and of thy flocks; that 
thou maycet learn to fear the Lord 
thy God always. 

24 And if the way be too long for 
thee, so that thou art not able to 
carry it; or if tho place be too far 
from thee which the Lord thy God 
shall choose to set his name there, 
when tho Lord thy God hath blessed 
thee; 

25 Then shalt thou turn it into 
money, and bind up the money in 
thine hand, and shalt go unto the 
place which the Lord thy God shall 
ohoose; 

20 And thou sbnlt bestow that 
money for whatsoever thy soul lust- 
eth after, for oxen, or for sheep, or 
for wine, or for strong drink, or for 
whatsoever thy soul desircth; and 
thou shalt eat there beforo the Lord 
thy God, and thou shall rejoice, thou, 
and thine household, 

27 And the Levite that iB within 
tby gates; thou shalt not forsake 
him; for he hath no part nor in¬ 
heritance with ihee. 

28 At the end of throe years thou 
shalt bring forth all the tithe of thine 
increase the Batne year, and shalt lay 
it up within thy gates; 

29 And the Levite, (because he hath 
no part nor inheritance with thee,) 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, 
and the widow, which are within thy 
gates, shall oome, and Bhall eat and 
be satisfied; that tho Lord thy God 
may bloss thee in all the work of 
thine hand whioh thou doosL 

CI1APTKR XV. 

The year of release — f\r tiling males to fie 
tandifled. 

T the end of every seven years 
thou shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the re¬ 
lease ; every oreditor that londeth 
aught unto his neighbour shall release 
it; ho shall not exact it of his neigh¬ 
bour, or of his brother; beoause it is 
oallod the Lord’s release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exaot 
It again; but that whioh is thine with 
thy brother thine hand shall release; 

4 Save when there shall be no pooi 
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among you; for the Lord shall greatly 
bless thee iu the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thco for an inherit¬ 
ance to possess it; 

5 Only if thou carefully hcarkon 
unto the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe to do all theso command¬ 
ments whioh I command theo this 
day. 

6 For the Lord thy God blesseth 
thee, as he promised thcc; and thou 
shall lend unto many nations, but 
thou Bhalt not borrow; and thou 
shalt reign over many nations, but 
they shall not reign over Lhce. 

7 If there be among you a poor man 
of one of thy brethren within any 
of thy gates in thy land which the I 
Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt 
not harden thine heart, nor shut 
thine hand from Ihy poor brother; 

6 But thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto him, and shalt surely lend 
him sufficient for hie need, in that 
which ho wanteth. 

Q Beware that there be not a 
thought in thy wicked hoart, saying, 
The seventh year, the year of release, 
is at hand; and thine eye be evil 
against thy poor brother, and thou 
givest him naught; and he cry unto 
the Lord against thee, and it be sin 
onto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him; because that 
for thiB thing the Lord thy God shall 
blesB thoe in all thy works, and in all 
that thou puttest thine hand unto. 

11 For tne poor shall never ceaso 
out of the land; therefore I com¬ 
mand thee, saying, Thou shalt open 
thine hand wido unto tby brother, to 
thy poor, aud to thy needy, in thy 
land. 

12 And if thy brother, a Hebrew 
man, or a Hebrew woman, be sold 
unto thee, and serve thee six yoars; 
then in the seventh year thou shalt 
let him go free from thee. 

13 And when thou eendesl bim out 
free from thee, thou ehalt not let him 
go away empty; 

14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally 
out of thy flock, and out of thy Boor, 
and out of Ihy winepress; of that 
wherewith the Lord tby God hath 
blessed thee thou shalt give unto 
him. 


15 And thou shalt remember that 
thou waat a bond man in the land of 
Egypt, and the Lord thy God re- 
deomed theo; therefore I command 
thee this thing to-day. 

16 And it shall be, if he say onto 
thee, I will not go away from thee, 
because he loveth thee and thine 
house, because he is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an awl, 
and thrust it through hie ear unto 
the door, and he shall be thy servant 
for ever. And also unto thy maid 
servant thou shalt do likewise. 

13 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free 
from thee; for he hath been worth a 
double hired servant to thee, in serv¬ 
ing thee six years; and the Lord thy 
God shall bless theo in all that thou 
doest. 

19 All the firstling males that come 
of thy herd and of thy flock thon 
shalt sanctify unto the Lord thy 
God; thou ehalt do no work with 
the firstling of thy bullock, nor shear 
the firstling of thy sheep. 

20 Thou shalt eat it before the 
Lord thy God year by year in the 
place which the Lord shall choose, 
thon and tby household. 

21 And if there be any blemish 
therein, as if it be lame, or blind, or 
have any ill blemish, thou shalt not 
sacrifice it unto the Lord thy God. 

22 Thou shalt cat it within thy 
gates; the unclean and the clean per¬ 
son shall eat it alike, as the roe-buck, 
and as the hart. 

23 Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
theroof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Of fuuta—Every malt nvttrf offer — Ofjudgti 
and justice—fJrtnyj and imagu forbid¬ 
den. 

O BSERVE the month of Abib, and 
keep the passover unto the Lord 
thy God; for in the month of Abit 
the Lord thy God brought thee forth 
out of Egypt by night. 

2 Thou shall therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the Lord thy God, of 
the Book and the herd, in the plaoe 
where the Lord shall ohoose to place 
his name there. 

3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; eoven days shalt thon eat 
unleavened bread therewith, even the 
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bread of affliction; for thou earnest 
forth out of the land of Egypt in 
haste; that thou mayest remember 
the day when thou cameat forth out 
of the land of Egypt all the days of 
thy life. 

4 And there shall bo no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy coaBt 
seven days; neither shall there any 
thing of the flesh, which thou sacri- 
ficcdst the Brat day at oven, remain 
all night until morning. 

5 Thou mayest not sacrifice tho pass- 
over within any of thy gates, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee; 

6 But at the place which tho Lord 
tby God shall choose to place Mb 
name in, there thou shalt sacrifice 
the passover at even, at the going 
down of the sun, at the season that 
Lhou earnest forth out of Egypt. 

7 And thou shalt roast and eat it in 
the place which tho Lord thy God 
shall choose; and thou shalt turn in 
the morning, and go unto thy tents. 

6 Six days thou shalt oat unleavened 
broad ; and on the seventh day shall 
be a solemn assembly to the Lord 
thy God; thou shalt do no work 
therein. 

9 Seven weeks Bhalt thou number 
unto thee ; begin to number the seven 
weeks from such time as thou hegin- 
ncst to put tho sickle to tho corn. 

10 And tbou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto tho Lord thy God with a 
tribute of a free-will offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give unto tho 
Lord thy God, according as the Lord 
thy God hath blessed thee; 

11 And thou shalt rejoice before the 
Lord thy God, thou, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and tby man servant, 
&Dd tby maid servant, and the Levite 
that is within thy gates, and tho 
stranger, and the fatherless, aod the 
widow, that are among you, in the 
place whioh the Lord thy God hath 
chosen to place his name there. 

12 And thou ahalt remember that 
thou wast a bond man in Egypt; and 
thou shalt observe and do these stat¬ 
utes. 

13 Thou shalt observe the feast of 
tabernacles sevon days, after that 
thou hast gathered in thy corn and 
thy wine; 

14 And thou shalt rejoice in thy 
feast, thou, and thy aon, and thy 
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daughter, and thy man servant, and 
thy maid servant, and the Levite, the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are within thy gates. 

15 Seven days shalt thou keep a 
solemn feast unto the Lord thy God 
in the place which the Lord shall 
ohooee; because the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in all thine increase, 
and in all the works of thine hands, 
therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. 

16 Three times in a year Bhall all 
thy males appear before the Lord 
thy God in the place which he shall 
choose; in the feast of unleavened 
bread, and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles; and they 
shall not appear hefore the Lord 
empty; 

17 Every man shall give as he is 
able, according to the blessing of the 
Lord thy God which he hath given 
thco. 

16 Judges and officers shalt thou 
make thee iD all thy gates, whioh 
tho Lord thy God giveth thee, 
throughout thy tribes; and they 
shall judge the people with just 
judgment. 

19 Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
thou shalt not respect persons, neither 
take a gift; for a gift doth blind the 
eyes of the wise, and pervert the 
words of the righteous. 

20 That whioh is altogether just 
shalt thou follow, that thou mayest 
live, aod inherit the land whioh the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

91 Thou shalt not plant thee a grove 
of any trees near unto the altar of 
the Lord thy God, whioh thou Bhalt 
make thee. 

22 Neither shall thou set thee up 
any graven image; whioh the Lord 
thy God hateth. 

CH APT ICR XVII. 

Tfte thing t sacrificed must be found— Idola¬ 
ter$ must be $ lain—Hard controversies 

art to be determined by the priests and 

judges—The election and duly of a king, 
IIOU shalt not sacrifice unto 
the Lord thy God any bullook, 
or sheep, wherein 1 b blemish, or any 
evil-favourodness; for that is an 
abomination unto the Lord thy God. 

2 If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates whioh the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, man or 
woman, that hath wrought wioked- 
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ness id the sight of the Lord thy 
Ood, in transgressing hie covenant, 

3 And bath gono and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, cither 
the eun, or moon, or any of the host 
of heaven, which I have not com¬ 
manded ; 

4 And it he told thee, and thoa husl 
heard of it, and inquired dilligently, 
and, hehold, it be true, and the thing 
certain, that snch abomination is 
wrought in Israel; 

5 Then shall thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have 
committed that wicked thing, unto 
thy gates, even that man or that 
woman, and ehalt stone them with 
stones, till they die, 

6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall ho that is 
worthy of death be put to death ; but 
at the mouth of one witness he shall 
not be put to death. 

7 The bands of the witnesses shall 
be first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of all the 
people. So thou Bhalt put the evil 
away from among you. 

8 If there arise a matter loo hard 
for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and hetween stroke and stroke, being 
matters of controversy within thy 
gates; then shalt thou arise, and get 
thee up into the place which the 
Lord thy God shell choose. 

0 And thou shalt come unto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the 
judge that shall bo in those days, 
and inquire; and they shall show Ihce 
the sentence of judgment; 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that place 
whioh the Lord shall choose shall 
show thee ; and thou shalt observe to 
do according to all that they inform 
thee; 

11 According to the sentenoe of the 
law whioh they Bhall teach thee, and 
aooording to the judgment whioh they 
shall tell thoe, thou shalt do; thou 
shalt not decline from the sentence 
which they Bhall show thee, to the 
right hand, nor to the left. 

12 And the man that will do pre¬ 
sumptuously, and will not hoarsen 
unto the priest that Btandeth to 
minister there before the Lord thy 
God, or onto the judge, even that 


man shall die; and thou shall pat 
away the evil from Israel. 

13 And all the people shall hear, 
and fear, and do no more presump¬ 
tuously. 

14 When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and shalt say, I will 
set a king over me, like as all the 
nations that are about me ; 

15 Thou shall in any wise set him 
king over thee, whom the Lord thy 
God shall choose; one from among 
thy brethren Bhalt thou set king over 
thee; thou mayest not set a stranger 
over thee, which is not thy brother. 

10 But he shall not multiply horses 
to himself, nor cause the people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that be 
should multiply horses; forasmuch 
as the Lord nath said unto yoo, Ye 
shall henceforth return no more that 
way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply wives 
to hrtnself, that his heart turn not 
away; neither shall he greatly multi¬ 
ply to himself silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he sitteth 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that 
he shall write him a copy of this law 
in a book out of that which is before 
the priests the Levites ; 

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his 
life; that he may icaru to fear the 
Lord his Qod, to keep all the words of 
this law and these statutes, to do them; 

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not agido from tho commandment, to 
the right hand, or to the left; to the 
end that he may prolong his days in 
bi b kingdom, he, and his ohildren, in 
the midst of Israel. 

CHAPTER XYIII. 

Tfte Lord is the priests’ and Levitts’ inherit¬ 
ance— The abominations of the nations to 
be avoided —C7iru< the Prophet it to be 
heard —TTie presumptuous prophet is to die. 

T HE priests the Levites, and all 
the tribe of Levi, shall have no 
part nor inheritance with Israel; they 
shall eat tho offerings of the Lord 
made by fire, and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no in¬ 
heritance among their brethren ; the 
Lord is their inheritance, as he hatb 
said unto them. 
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3 And this shall bo the priest's due j 
from tho people, from thorn that offer 
a sacrifico, whether it bo ox or sheep ; 
and they Bhall give unto tho priest 
the shoulder, and tho two cheeks, and 
the maw. 

4 The first fruit also of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the 
first of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt 
thou give him. 

6 For the Lord thy God hath ehosen 
him out of all thy tribes, to stand to 
minister in the name of the Lord, 
him and his Bons for ever. 

6 And if a Levite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourned, and oomo with all the 
dosire of hia mind unto tho plaoe 
which the Lord shall choose; 

7 Then be shall minister in the 
name of the Lord his God, as all his 
brethren the Levites do, which stand 
there before the Lord. 

8 They shall havo like portions to 
cat, besides that which cometh of tho 
sale of his patrimony. 

0 When thou art oome into the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do nftor the 
abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not bo found among 
you any ono that maketh his son or 
his daughter to pass through the fire, 
or that useth divination, or an ob¬ 
server of times, or an enchanter, or a 
witch, 

11 Or a charmer, or a oonsulter with 
familiar spirits, or a wizard, or a 
necromancer. 

12 For all that do those things are 
an abomination unto the Lord; and 
because of these abominations the 
Lord thy God doth drive them out 
from before Lhee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfeot with the 
Lord thy God. 

14 For Lhoso nations, which thou 
shalt possess, hearkoned unto obser¬ 
vers of times, and unto diviners ; but 
as for thee, the Lord thy God hath 
not sufferod thee so to do. 

18 The Lord thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophot from the midst 
of thoo, of thy brothron, like unto 
mo ; unto him ye shall hearken ; 

10 Aocording to all that thou de- 
siredet of the Lord thy God in Hureb 
in the day of tho assembly, saying, 
Let me not hoar again the voioe of 


the Lord my God, neither let me flee 
this great Gre any more, that I die not. 

17 And the Lord said unto me, 
They have woll spoken that which 
thoy have spoken. 

18 I will raise them up a Prophet 
from among their brethren, like onto 
tbee, and will put my words in his 
mouth ; and he shall speak unto them 
all that I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoover will not hearken unto my 
words which he shall speak in my 
name, I will require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall 
presumo to speak a word in my name, 
which [ have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the 
name of other gods, eron that prophet 
shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, 
IIow shall wo know the word which 
tho Lord hath not spoken 7 

22 When a prophet speaketh in the 
namo of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the 
thing which the Lord hath not 
gpoken, but the prophot hath spoken 
it presumptuously ; thou shalt not be 
afraid of him. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The cities of refuge—The landmark rud to be 

rcmovtiL—Two witnesses at the least—The 

punishment of a false witness. 

HEN the Lord thy God hath 
cut off tho nations, whose land 
tho Lord thy God giveth thee, and 
thou sucooedest them, and dwellest 
in their cities, and in their houses ; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee in the midBt of thy land, 
whioh the Lord thy God giveth thee 
to possoss it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide tho coasts of thy land, 
whioh the Lord thy God giveth thee 
to inhorit, into three parts, that every 
slayer may floe thither. 

4 And this is the oaso of the 
Blayer, whioh shall flee thither, that 
he may live; Whoso killoth his 
neighbour ignorantly, whom he hated 
not in time past; 

6 As when a man goeth into the 
wood with his neighbour to hew 
wood, and his hand fetoheth a stroke 
with the axe to out down the tree, 
and the head slippeth from the helve, 
and liffhteth upon hiB neighbour, that 
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he die; he shall See unto one of those 
cities, and live; 

C Lest the avenger of the blood 

f mrsue the slayer, while his heart 
s hot, and overtako him, because 
the way is long, and slay him; 
whereas he was not worthy of death, 
inasmaoh os he hated him not in 
timepast. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, say¬ 
ing, Thon shall separate three cities 
for thee. 

6 And if the Lord thy God enlarge 
thy coast, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land 
which he promised to give unto thy 
fathers; 

9 If thou shalt keep all these com¬ 
mandments to do them, which I 
oommand thee this day, to love the 
Lord thy God, and to walk ever in 
his ways; then shalt thou add three 
oities more for thee, beside those 
three; 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance, and 
so hlood be upon thee. 

11 Bat if any man hate his neigh¬ 
bour, and lie in wait for him, and 
rise up against him, and smite him 
mortally that he die, and fleeth into 
one of these cities ; 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and de¬ 
liver him into the hand of the aven¬ 
ger of blood, that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shalt put away the guilt of in- 
nooent blood from Israel, that it may 
go well with thee. 

14 Thon shalt not remove thy neigh¬ 
bour's landmark, which they of old 
time have set in thine inheritance, 
which thou shalt inherit in the land 
that the Lord thy God giveth thee to 
possess it. 

15 One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for 
any sin, in any sin that he sinneth ; 
at the moath of two witnesses, or at 
the mouth of three witnesses, shall 
the matter be established. 

10 If a false witness rise np against 
any man to testify against him that 
which is wrong; 

17 Then both the men, between 
whom the controversy is, shall stand 
before the Lord, before the priests 


and the judges, which shall be in 
those days ; 

18 And the judges shall make dili¬ 
gent inquisition ; and, behold, if the 
witness be a false witness, and hath 
testified falsely against his brother; 

19 Then shall ye do unto him, as 
he had thonght to have done unto 
his brother; so shalt thou pat the 
evil away from among yoa. 

20 And those which remain shall 
hear, and fear, and shall henceforth 
commit no more any such evil among 
you. 

21 And thine eyo shall not pity; 
but life shall go for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Exhortation to battle—Who art to be du- 

tniutd from war—The proclamation of 

peace—Trees of man's meat must not c* 

destroyed. 

HEN thou goest out to battle 
against thine enemies, and seest 
horses,and chariots,and a people more 
than thou, bo not afraid of them ; for 
the Lord thy God is with thee, which 
brought thee up oat of the land of 
Egypt. 

2 And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
ghall approach and speak nnto the 
people, 

3 And shall say unto them, Hear, 
0 Israel, ye approaoh this day unto 
battle against your enemies; let not 
your hearts faint, fear not, and do 
not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; 

4 For the Lord your God iB he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you 
against your enemies, to save yon. 

5 And the officers shall speak nnto 
the peoplo, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new houBe, and hath 
not dedicated it ? let him go and re¬ 
turn to his house, lest he die in the 
battlo, and another man dedicate it. 

(1 And what man is he that hath 
planted a vineyard, and hath not yet 
eaten of it? let him also go and 
return unto his house, lest ho die in 
the battle, and another man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her? lot him go and retnm unto his 
hoase, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man take her. 
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8 And tho officers shall Bpeak fur¬ 
ther unto tho people, and they shall 
say, What man is thcro that is fear¬ 
ful and faint-hearted? let him go 
and return unto his houso, lest his 
brethren's heart faint as well as his 
heart. 

0 And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking unto 
the people, that they shall make 
captains of the armies to load the 
people. 

10 When thou comost nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, then proclaim 
peace unto it. 

11 And it shall bo, if it make thco 
answer of peaco, and open unLo tbco, 
then it shall be, that all the people 
that is found thcroin shall be tribu¬ 
taries unto theo, and they shall serve 
thee. 

12 And if it will make no peaco 
with thee, but will mako war against 
thee, then thou shait besiego it; 

13 And when tho Lord thy God 
hath delivered it into thine hands, 
thou shait smite overy malo theroof 
with tbo edge of the sword; 

14 But tho women, and tho little 
ones, and the oattlo, and all that is 
in the oity, even all tho spoil thereof, 
shait tbou take unto tnysolf; and 
thou shait eat the spoil of thine 
enemies, which tho Lord thy God 
hath given thee. 

15 Thus shall tbou do unto all the 
cities which are very far off from 
thee, which arc not of the oitios of 
those nations. 

10 But of the cities of these people, 
which tho Lord thy God doth give 
thee for an inheritance, thou shait 
save alivo nothing that breatheth ; 

17 But thou shait utterly destroy 
them; namely, the Ilittites, and tho 
Amoritos, tho Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, the Ilivites, and the Je- 
busites; as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thoo; 

18 That they teach you not to do 
after all thoir abominations, whiob 
they havo dono unto their gods ; so 
should ye sin against the Lord your 
God. 

10 Whon thou shait besiege a oity 
a long time, in making war against 
it to take it, thou shait not destroy 
the trees theroof hy foroing an axe 
against thorn ; for thou mayest eat 


of them, and thoa shall not oat 
thorn down (for tho tree of the field 
is man's life) to employ them in the 
siege; 

20 Only the trees which thou know- 
est that they be not trees for meat, 
thou shait destroy and cut them 
down ; and thou shait build bulwarks 
against the city that maketh wai 
with thee, until it be subdued. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Of uncertain murder—Captive taken to wife 

— The first-born not lobe disinherited— Of 

a ttuboom eon— The malefactor. 

F one be found slain in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee to possess it, lying in the field, 
and it be not known who hath slain 
him ; 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges 
shall oome forth, and they shall 
measuro unto tho oities which are 
round about him that is slain; 

3 And it shall be, that the oity 
which is noxt unto tho slain man, 
even the elders of that oity shall 
take a heifer, which hath not been 
wrought with, and whioh hath not 
drawn in tho yoke; 

4 And the elders of that city shall 
bring down the heifor onto a rough 
valley, whioh is neither eared nor 
Bown, and shall strike off the heifer's 
neck there in the valley. 

5 And tho priests the sons of Levi 
shall come near; for them the Lord 
thy God hath chosen to minister un¬ 
to him, and to bless in the name of 
tho Lord; and by their word shall 
every controversy and every stroke 
be tried; 

6 And all the elders of that oity, 
that are next unto the slain man, 
shall wash their hands over tho heifer 
tbat is beheaded in the valley; 

7 And they shall answer and say, 
Our hands have not shed this blood, 
neither have our eyes seen it. 

6 Be meroiful, 0 Lord, unto thy 
people Israel, whom thou hast re¬ 
deemed, and lay not innooent blood 
onto thy people of Israel's oh urge. 
And the olood shall be forgiven 
them. 

0 Bo shait thou put way the guilt 
of innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shait do that which le 
right in the sight of the Lord. 

10 When thou goest forth to war 
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against thine enemies, and tho Lord 
thy Qod hath delivered them inlo 
thine hands, and thou hast token 
them captive, 

11 And aeeet among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and hast a desire 
unto her, that thou wouldost have her 
to thy wife; 

12 Then thou Bhalt bring her home 
to thine house; and Bhe shall shave 
her head, and pare her nails; 

13 And she shall put the raiment 
of her captivity from off her, and 
shall remain in thine house, and be¬ 
wail her father and her mother a full 
month ; and after that thou shall go 
in unto her, and be her husband, and 
she shall be thy wifo. 

14 And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou shalt let her 
go whither she will; but thou shall 
not sell her at all for money, thou 
shalt not make merchandise of her, 
beoause thou hast humbled her. 

15 If a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another hated, and they 
have borne him ohildren, both the 
beloved and the hated ; and if tho 
first-born son be hers that was hated; 

16 Then it shall be, when he ma- 
keth his sonB to inherit that which he 
hath, that he may not make tho son 
of the beloved first-born before the 
son of the hated, which is indeed the 
first-born ; 

17 But he shall acknowledge the 
son of the bated for the first-born, 
by giving him a double portion of 
all that he hath ; for he is the begin¬ 
ning of his strength ; the right of the 
first-born is his. 

18 If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the voice 
of his mother, and that, when they 
have chastened him, wilt not hearken 
unto them; 

19 Then shall his fathor and his 
mother lay hold on him, and bring 
him out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto tho gate of his placo ; 

20 And they shall say unto the eld¬ 
ers of his oity, This our son is stub¬ 
born and rebellious, he will not obey 
our voice; he is a glutton, and a 
drunkard. 

21 And all the men of his oity shall 
stone him with stones, that he die; 
■o shalt thou pat evil away from 


among you; and all Israel shall 
hear, and fear. 

22 And if a man have commit¬ 
ted a sin worthy of death, and he be 
to be put to death, aod thou hang 
him on a tree; 

23 Ilia body shall cot remain all 
night upon the tree, but thou shalt 
in any wise hury him that day; (for 
he that is hanged is accursed of 
Qod;) that thy land be not defiled, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
for an inheritance. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Of humanity toward brethren —.V sex is to 
be distinguished by apparel—Confusion u 
to be avoided—The punishment of him that 
slandertth his wife—Of adullery, qf rape, 
of fornication — Incest. 

IlOU shalt not see thy brother’s 
ox or his sheep go astray, aod 
hide thyself from them; thou shall 
in any case bring them again nato 
thy brother. 

2 And if thy brother be not nigh 
unto thee, or if thou know him not, 
then thou shalt bring it unto thine 
own bouse, and it shall be with thee 
until thy brother seek after it, and 
thou shalt restore it to him again. 

3 In like manner shalt thou do with 
his ass; and so shalt thou do with 
his raiment; and with all lost things 
of thy brother's, which he hath lost, 
and thou hast found, shalt thou do 
likewise; thou mayest not hide thy¬ 
self. 

4 Thou shall not see thy brother’s 
ass or his ox fall down by the way, 
and hide thyself from them; thou 
shalt surely help him to lift them up 
again. 

5 The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, nei¬ 
ther shall a man put on a woman’s 
garment; for all that do so are abo¬ 
mination unto the Lord thy Qod. 

6 If a bird’s nest chance to be re- 
fore thoe iD the way in any tree, or 
on the ground, whether they be 
young ones, or eggs, and the dam 
sitting upon the young, or upon the 
eggs, thou shalt not take the dam 
with the young; 

7 But tbou Bhalt in any wise let 
the dam go, and take the youDg to 
thoe; that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest prolong thy 
days. 
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8 When thou buildest a new bouse, 
then thou shalt make a battlement 
for thy roof, that thou bring not 
blood upon thine house, if any man 
fall from thence. 

9 Thon shalt not sow thy vineyard 
with divers seeds; lest the fruit of 
thy'seed whioh thon bast sown, 
and the fruit of thy vineyard, bo 
defiled. 

10 Thou shalt not plough with an 
ox and an ass together. 

11 Thou shalt not wear a garment 
of divors sorts, as of woollen and 
linen together. 

12 Thou shAlt make thee fringes 
upon tko four quarters of thy vesture, 
wherewith thou ooverest thyself. 

13 If any man take a wifo, and go 
in unto her, and hate her, 

14 And give ocoasions of speech 
agai-nst her, and bring up an evil 
name upon her, and say, I took this 
woman, and when I camo to her, I 
found her not a maid ; 

15 Then shall the father of the 
damsel, and her mother, take and 
bring forth the tokens of the damsel's 
virginity unto the elders of the oity 
in the gate; 

lfl And the damsel’s father shall 
say unto the elders, I gave my 
daughter unto thie man to wife, and 
ho bateth her; 

17 And, lo, he hath given oooa- 
aions of speech against her, saying, 
I found not thy daughter a maid; 
and yot these are the tokens of my 
daughter’s virginity. And they shall 
spread the cloth hefore the elders of 
tne city. 

18 And the elders of that oity shall 
take that man and chastise him ; 

19 And they shall amorce him in a 
hundred shekels of silver, and give 
them unto the father of the damsel, 
heoauso ho hath brought up an evil 
nQino upon a virgin of Israel; and 
she Hhall be bis wife; ho may not 
put her away all bis days. 

20 Rut if this thing be true, and 
the tokens of virginity he not found 
for the damsel; 

21 Then they shall bring out the 
damsel to tbo poor of her father’s 
bonse, and tbo men of her oity shall 
stone her with stones that she die; 
because she hath wrought folly In 
Israel, to play the whore in her fa¬ 


ther’s house; so Bbalt thon put evil 
away from among you. 

22 If a man be found lying with a 
woman married to a husband, then 
they shall both of them die, both the 
man that lay with the woman, and 
the woman; so shalt thou put away 
evil from Israel. 

23 If a damsel that is a virgin be 
betrothed unto a husband, and a 
man find her in the city, and lie with 
her; 

24 Then ye shall bring them both 
out unto the gate of that city, and 
ye shall stone them with stones that 
they die; the damsel, hccauso she 
cried not, being in the city; and the 
man, because he hath humbled his 
neighbour’s wife; so thon shalt put 
away evil from among you. 

25 But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man 
force her, and lio with her; then the 
man only that lay with hor shall die; 

26 But unto tbo damsel thou shalt 
do nothing; there is in the damBel 
no siu worthy of death ; for as when a 
man risetb againBt his neighbour, and 
Blaycth him, even so is Ibis matter; 

27 For he found her in the field, 
and the betrothed damsel cried, and 
there was none to save her. 

28 If a man find a damsel that is a 
virgin, which is not betrothed, and 
lay hold on her, and lie with her, 
and they be found ; 

29 Then the man that lay with her 
shall give nnto tho damsel’s father 
fifty shokels of silver, and she shall be 
his wife; because he hath humbled 
her, he may not pnt her away all his 
dayB. 

30 A man shall not takobis father’s 
wife, nor discover his father’s skirt. 

CHAPTER xxm. 

Sundry prohibitions. 

E that is wounded in the Btones, 
or hath his privy mombor ont 
off, shall not enter into the congre¬ 
gation of the Lord. 

2 A bastard shall not enter into the 
congregation of the Lord ; even to his 
tenth generation shall be not entei 
into the congregation of the Lord. 

3 An Ammonite or Moabite shall 
not enter into the congregation of 
the Lord ; even to their tenth genera¬ 
tion shall they not enter into the 
congregation of the Lord for ever; 
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4 Because they met you not with 
bread and with water in the way, 
when ye came forth out of Egypt; 
and because they hired against tnee 
Balaam the son of Bcor of Pethor of 
Mesopotamia, to curse thee. 

6 Nevertheless, the Lord thy God 
would not hearken unto Balaam; but 
the Lord thy God turned the curso 
into a blessing unto theo, because the 
Lord thy God loved thee. 

6 Thou shalt not seek their peace 
nor their prosperity all thy days for 
ever. 

7 Thou shalt not abhor au Edomite; 
for he is thy brother; thou shalt not 
abhor an Egyptian; because thou 
wast a stranger in his land. 

8 The children that are begotten of 
them shall enter into the congrega¬ 
tion of the Lord iu their third gene¬ 
ration. 

9 When the host goeth forth against 
thino enemies, then keep thee from 
every wicked thing. 

10 If there he among you any man, 
that is not dean by reason of un- 
oleanness that chanceth him by night, 
then* shall he go abroad out of the 
oamp, he shall not come within the 
camp ; 

11 But it shall he, when evening 
oometh on, he shall wash himself 
with water; and when the sun iB 
down, he shall eome into the camp 
again. 

12 Thou shalt have a plooe also 
without the oamp, whither thou shalt 
go forth abroad; 

13 And thou shalt have a paddle 
npou thy weapon ; and it shall be, 
when thou wilt ease thyself abroad, 
thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt 
turn back and oover that which com- 
eth from thee; 

14 For the Lord thy God walketh 
In the midst of thy camp, to deliver 
thee, and to give up thine enemies 
before thee ; therefore shall thy oamp 
be holy ; that he see no unclean thing 
In thee, and turn away from thee. 

16 Thou shalt not deliver unto his 
master the servant which is escaped 
from his master unto thee; 

16 lie shall dwell with thee, even 
among you, in that place which he 
shall choose in one of thy gates, 
where it liketh him best; thon shalt 
not oppress him. 


17 There shall be no whore of the 
daughters of Israel, nor a sodomite 
of the sons of Israel. 

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire of 
a whore, or the price of a dog, into 
the house of the Lord thy God for 
any vow; for even both these are 
abomination unto the Lord thy God. 

19 Thou shalt not lend upon usury 
to thy brother; usury of money, 
usury of victuals, usury of auy thing 
that is lent upon usury; 

20 Unto a stronger thou mayeet 
lend upon usury; hut unto thy bro¬ 
ther thou shalt uot lend upon usury; 
that the Lord thy God may bless 
thee iu all that thou settest thine 
hand to in the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. 

21 When thou shalt vow a vow unto 
the Lord thy God, thou shalt not 
slack to pay it; for the Lord thy 
God will surely require it of thee : 
and it would he sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, 
it shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy 
lips thou shalt keep and perform; 
even a freewill offering, according as 
thon hast vowed unto the Lord thy 
God, which thou hast promised with 
thy mouth. 

24 When thon oomest into thy 
neighbour’s vineyard, then thon may- 
cst eat grapes thy fill at thine own 
pleasure ; bnt thou shalt not pnt anj 
in thy vessel. 

25 When thou comest into the stand¬ 
ing corn of thy neighbour, then thon 
mayest pluck the ears with thine hand; 
but thou Bhalt uot move a sickle unto 
thy neighbour’s standing oorn. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

Of divorce, pledge*, man-stealer*, leproty , 
justice, and charity. 

HEN a man bath taken a wife, 
and married her, and it oome 
to pass that she find no favour in his 
eyes, because he hath found some un¬ 
cleanness iu her ; then let him write 
her a bill of divorcement, and give 
it in her hand, and send her out of 
his bouse. 

2 And when she is departed, out of 
his house, she may go and be an¬ 
other man's wife. 

3 And if tbe latter bnebaDd bate 
her, and write her a bill of divorce¬ 
ment, and giveth it in her hand, and 
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•endeth her oat of hie house; or if 
the latter husband die, which took 
her to be his wife; 

4 Her former husband which sent 
her away, may not take her again to 
be his wife, after that she is defiled; 
for that is abomination before the 
Lord; and thou shalt not oauee the 
land to sin, which the Lord thy God 
git eth thee for an inheritance. 

b When a man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, nei¬ 
ther shall he bo charged wilh any 
business; but ho shall be free at 
home ono year, and shall cheer up 
his wife which he bath taken. 

6 No man shall take the nether or 
the uppor millstone to pledge; for he 
taketh a man’s life to pledge. 

7 If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethron of the children of Is¬ 
rael, and rnaketh merchandise of him, 
or solloth him ; then that thief shall 
die; and thou shalt put evil away 
from among you. 

B Take heod in the plague of leprosy, 
that thou observe diligently, and do 
according to all that the priests the 
Levites shall teach you; as I com¬ 
manded them,soyeshallohserveto do. 

9 Remember what the Lord thy God 
did unto Miriam by the way, after 
that ye wore oorne forth out of Egypt. 

10 When thou dost lend thy brother 
any thing, thou shalt not go into his 
house to fetoh his pledge. 

11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and 
the man to whom thou dost lend shall 
bring oat the pledge abroad unto 
thee. 

12 Aod if tho man he poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with his pledge; 

13 In any ease thou shalt doliver 
him the pledge again when the sun 
goeth down, that he may sleep in his 
own raiment, and bless thee ; and it 
shall be righteousness unto thee before 
the Lord thy God. 

14 Thoa shalt not oppress a hired 
servant that is poor and noedy, 
whether he be of thy brethren, or of 
tby strangers that are in thy land 
within thy gates; 

15 At his day thou shalt give him 
his hire, neither shall the sun go 
down upon it; for he is poor, and 
lottelb his heart upon it; lest he ory 
against thee unto tne Lord, and It be 
■in unto thee. 


16 The fathers shall not be pat to 
death for the ohildren, neither shall 
the ohildren be pat to death for the 
fathers; every man shall be pat to 
death for his own sin. 

17 Thou shall not pervert the judg¬ 
ment of the stranger, nor of the 
fatherless; nor take a widow's rai¬ 
ment to pledge; 

18 Rut thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bond man in Egypt, and 
the Lord thy God redeemed thee 
thence ; therefore I oommand thee to 
do this Lhing. 

19 When thou onttest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and host forgot 
a sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go 
again to fetch it; it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow; that the Lord thy God 
may bless thee in all the work of 
thine hands. 

20 When thou beateBt thine olive 
tree, thou shalt not go over the 
boughB again; it shall be for tho 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapes 
of thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean 
it afterward; it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow. 

22 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bond man in the land of 
Egypt; therefore I oommand thee to 
do this thing. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Stripes must not exceed forty —TV ox not to 
be muttled — Of raising teed unto a brother 
— The, immodest woman—Orgust weights — 
The memory of AmaleJc is to be blotted out, 
F there be a controversy between 
men, and they oome unto judg¬ 
ment, that the judges may judge 
them; then they shall justify the 
righteous, and condemn the wicked. 

2 And it Bhall be, if the wicked man 
be worthy to be beaten, that the jadge 
shall cause him to lie down, and to be 
beaten before his face, according to 
his fault, by a certain number. 

3 Forty stripes he may give him, 
aDd not exooed; test, If he should 
exooed, and beat him above these 
with many stripes, then thy brother 
should seem vile unto thee. 

4 Thou Bhalt not mocsle the ox 
when he treadeth ont the oorn. 

5 If brethren dwell together, and 
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one of them die, and hare no ohild, 
the wife of the dead shall not marry 
without unto a stranger; her hus¬ 
band’s brother Bhall go in unto her, 
and take her to him to wife, and per¬ 
form the duly of a husband’s brother 
unto her. 

6 And it shall be, that the first-born 
which she beareth Bhall succeed in the 
name of his brother which is dead, 
that his name be not put out of 
Israel. 

7 And if the man like not to take 
his brother’s wife, then let his bro¬ 
ther’s wife go up to the gale unto the 
elders, and say. My husband’s brother 
refuseth to raise up unto his brother 
a name in Israel, he will not perform 
the duty of my husband’s brother. 

8 Then the elders of his city shall 
call him, and speak unto him; and 
if he stand to it, and say, I like not 
to take her; 

9 Then Bhall his brother’s wife come 
unto him in the presence of tho elders, 
and loose his shoe from off his foot, 
and Bpit in his face, and shall answer 
and say, So shall it he done unto that 
man that will not build up his bro¬ 
ther’s house. 

10 And his name shall be called in 
Israel, The house of him that hath 
his shoe loosed. 

11 When men strive together one 
with another, and the wife of the one 
draweth near for to deliver her 
husband out of the hand of him that 
amiteth him, and putteth forth her 
hand, and taketh him by the secrets; 

12 Then thon sbalt cut off her hand, 
thine eye shall not pity her. 

13 Thou shalt not have iD thy bag 
divers weights, a great and a small ,* 

14 Thon shalt nothave in thiue house 
divers measures, a great and a small; 

16 But thou shaft have a perfect 
and just weight, a perfect and just 
measure Bhalt thou have; that thy 
days may be lengthened in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee. 

10 For all that do such things, and 
all that do unrighteously, are an 
abomination unto the Lord thy God. 

17 Remember what Amalck did 
unto thee by the way, when ye were 
oome forth out of Egypt; 

18 How he met thee by the way, 
and smote the hindmost of thee, even 
all that were feeble behind thee, when 


thou wast faint and weary; aEd he 
feared not God. 

19 Therefore it shall be, when the 
Lord thy God hath given thee rest 
from all thine enemies round about, 
in the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance to 
possess it, that thou shall blot out the 
remembrance of Amalek from under 
heaven; thon sbalt not forget it. 

CHAPTER X2YI. 

Of Jirrtrfndts—Third year’s tMies —7Tw 
covenant between God and iht people. 

ND it shall be, when thou art 
come in unto the land whioh the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance, and possessest it, and 
dwellest therein : 

2 That thou shalt take of the first 
of all the fruit of the earth, whioh 
thou shalt bring of thy land that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, and shalt 
put it in a basket, and shalt go onto 
the place which the Lord thy God 
shall choose to place his name there. 

3 And thou shalt go unto the priest 
that shall be in those days, and say 
unto him, I profess this day onto the 
Lord thy God, that I am oome unto 
the country whioh the Lord sware 
unto our fathers for to give ns. 

4 And the priest shall take the 
bosket out of thine hand, and Bet it 
down before the altar of the Lord thv 
God. 

5 And thou shalt speak and say 
before the Lord thy God, A Syrian 
ready to perish was my father; and 
he went down into Egypt, and so¬ 
journed there with a few, and became 
there a nation, great, mighty, and 
populous; 

6 And the Egyptians evil entreated 
us, and afflioted us, arid laid upon ni 
hard bondage; 

7 And when we cried unto the Lord 
God of our fathers, the Lord heard 
our voice, and looked on our affliction, 
and our labour, and our oppression ; 

8 And the Lord brought us forth out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand, and 
with an out-stretched arm, and with 
great terribleness, aDd with signs, 
and with wonders; 

9 And he hath brought as into this 
place, and bath given os this land, 
even a land that floweth with milk 
and honey. 

10 And now, behold, I have brought 
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the first-fruits of Ihe land, which thou, 
0 Lord, hast given me. And thou 
ihalt set it before the Lord thy God, 
and worship before tho Lord thy God ; 

11 And thou shall rejoice in every 
good thing which the Lord thy God 
hath given unto thee, and unto thine 
house, thou, and the Levitc, and the 
stranger that is among you. 

12 When thou haBt made an end of 
tithing all the tithes of thine incrcAeo 
the third year, which is the year of 
tithing, and hast given it unto the 
Levito, the stranger, the fatherless, 
and the widow, that they may cat 
within thy gates, and be filled; 

13 Then thou shalt say beforo the 
Lord thy God, I have brought away 
tho hallowed things out of mine house, 
and alBO have given them unto the 
Levite, and unto the stranger, to the 
fatherless, and to the widow, accord¬ 
ing to all thy commandments which 
tbou hast commonded me; I have 
nol transgressed thy commandments, 
neither have I forgotten thorn ; 

14 I have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have I taken away 
aught thereof for any unclean use, 
nor given aught thereof for the dead; 
but I have hearkened to tho voice of 
the Lord my God, and have done 
according to all that thou hast com¬ 
manded me. 

15 Look down from thy holy ha¬ 
bitation, from heavon, and bless thy 
people Israel, and the land which 
thou hast given ns, as thou swarest 
unto our fathers, a land that Qoweth 
with milk and honey. 

16 This day the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee to do these statutes 
and judgments ; thou shalt therefore 
keep and do them with all thine heart, 
and with all thy sonl. 

17 Thou hast avouched the Lord this 
day to be tby God, and to walk in his 
ways, and keep his statutes, and his 
commandments, and his judgments, 
and to hearken onto bis voice; 

18 And tho Lord hath avouched thee 
this day to bo his peouliar people, as ho 
hath promisod thee, and that thou 
shoulaest keep all his commandments; 

19 And to make thee high abovo all 
nations which ho hath made, in praise, 
and in name, and in honour; and that 
tbou mayest be a holy people unto the 
Lord thy God, as he hath spoken. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 

The people to writs tht law upon items*, and 

to build an altar—The trihe* divided—IT* 

curses pronounced. 

ND Moses with the elders of Israel 
commanded the people, saying, 
Keep all the commandments which I 
command you this day. 

2 And it Ehall be, on the day wben 
yc shall pass over Jordan unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, that thou shalt set thee up 
great stones, and plaster them with 
plaster; 

3 And thou shalt write upon them 
all the words of this law, when thou 
art passed over, that thou mayest go 
in unto the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee, a land that flowoth 
with milk and honey; as the Lord 
God of thy fathers hath promised 
thee. 

4 Therefore it shall be when ye be 
gone over Jordan, that ye shall set up 
these stones, which I command you 
this day, in mount Ebol, and thou 
shalt plaster them with plaster. 

5 And there shalt thou build an altar 
unto the Lord thy God, an altar of 
stones; thou shalt not lift up any iron 
tool upon them. 

6 Thou shalt build the altar of the 
Lord thy God of whole stonoe; and 
thou shalt offer burnt offerings thereon 
unto tho Lord thy God; 

7 And thou shalt offer peace offer¬ 
ings, and shalt eat there, and rejoioe 
before the Lord thy God. 

8 And thou Bhalt write upon the 
stones all the words of this law very 
plainly. 

9 And Mobos and theprioets the Le- 
viteB spake unto all Israel, saying, 
Take heed, and hearken, 0 Israel; 
this day thou art become the people 
of the Lord thy God. 

10 Thou shalt therefore obey the 
voice of tho Lord thy God, and do 
his commandments and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day. 

11 And Moses oharged the people 
the same day, saying, 

12 These shall stand upon mount 
Gorizim to bloss the people, whon ye 
are como over Jordan ; Simeon, and 
Lovi, and Judah, and Issaohar, and 
Joseph, and Benjamin; 

13 And these shall stand npon mount 
Ebal to onrse; Reuben, Gad, and 
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Asher, and Zebulun, Dan, and Naph- 
tali. 

14 And tho Levites shall apeak, and 
say unto all the men of Israel with a 
loud voice, 

15 Cursed be the man that maketh 
any graven or molten image, an abom¬ 
ination unto the Lord, the work of 
the hands of the oraftsman, and put- 
teth it in a secret place; and all the 
people shall answer and say, Amen. 

16 Cursed be he that setteth light by 
his father or his mother; and all tho 
people shall say, Amen. 

17 Cursed be ho that removeth his 
neighbour's land-mark; and all the 
people shall Bay, Amen. 

18 Cursed be ho that maketh the 
blind to wander out of the way ; and 
all the people shall say, Amen. 

19 Cursed bo he that perverteth tho 
judgment of the stranger, fatherless, 
and widow; and all the people shall 
Bay, Amen. 

20 Cursed be he that licth with bis 
father’s wife; because ho uncovereth 
his father's skirt; and all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

21 Cursed be be that lieth with any 
manner of beast; and all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

22 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
sister, the daughter of bis father, or 
the daughter of his mother; and all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

23 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
mother-in-law ; and all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

24 Cursed be he that smiteth his 
neighbour secretly; and all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

26 Cursed he he that taketh reward 
to slay an innocent person; and all 
tho people shall say, Amen. 

26 Cursed be he that conflrmeth not 
all the words of this low to do them; 
and all tho people shall say, Amen. 
CHAPTER XXVIII. 

The blessing* for obedience,—The curses for 
disobedience- 

ND it shall come to pass, if thou 
shalt hearken diligently unto the 
voioe of the Lord thy God, to observo 
and to do all his commandments wbioh 
I oommand thee this day, that the 
Lord thy God will set thee on high 
above all nations of the earth; 

2 Ar* 1 all these blessings shall come 
on O ' i, and overtake thee, if thou 


shall hcarkon unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God. 

3 Blessed shall thou be in the city, 
and blessed shalt thou be in the 
field. 

4 Blessed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy ground, 
and the fruit of thy cattle, the in¬ 
crease of thy kine, and the Hooks of 
thy sbeop. 

5 Blessed shall be thy basket and 
thy store. 

6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou 
comcst in, and blessed shalt thou be 
when thou goest out. 

7 The Lord shall cause thine ene¬ 
mies that rise up against thee to be 
smitten before tny face; they shall 
come out against thee one way, and 
flee before thee seven ways. 

8 The Lord shall command the bless¬ 
ing upon thee in thy storehouses, and 
in all that thou settest thine band 
unto; and he shall bless tbee in the 
land which the Lord thy God givetb 
thee. 

9 The Lord shall establish thee a 
holy people unto himself, as he hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep 
the commandments of the Lord thy 
God, and walk in his way9. 

10 And all people of the earth shall 
see that thou art called by the name 
of the Lord; and they shall be afraid 
of thee. 

11 And the Lord shall make thee 

lenteous in goods, in the fruit of thy 

ody, and in the fruit of thy cattle, 

and in the fruit of thy ground, in the 
land which the Lord sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee. 

12 The Lord shall open unto thee 
his good treasure, the neavon to give 
the rain unto thy land in his season, 
and to bless all the work of thine 
hand; and thou shalt lend unto many 
nations, and thou shalt not borrow. 

13 And the Lord shall make thee 
the head, and not the tail; and thou 
shalt be above only, and thou shalt 
not be beneath; if that thou hearken 
unto the commandmonte of the Lord 
thy God, whioh I oommand tbee this 
day, to observe and to do them; 

14 And thou shalt not go aside 
from any of the words whioh I oom¬ 
mand thee this day, to the right 
hand, or to the left, to gc after other 
gods to serve them. 
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15 Bat it shall come to pass, if thou 
wilt not hearken unto the voice of 
the Lord thy Qod, to observe to 
do all his commandments and hiB 
statutes which I command thee this 
day ; that all these curses shall come 
upon theo, and ovortake thee; 

16 Cursed shall thou bo in the city, 
and cursed shall thou be iu the Gold. 

17 Cursed shall be thy basket and 
thy Btorc. 

18 Cursed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy land, the 
inorcase of thy kine, and the flocks 
of thy sheep. 

19 Cursed shall thou he when thou 
comest in, and ourBod shalt thou bo 
when thou goost out, 

20 Tho Lord shall send upon thee 
cursing, vexation, And rebuke, in all 
that thou Bottcst thine haud unto for 
to do, until thou jc dostroyod, and 
until thou perish quickly; because of 
the wiokodneBS of Ihy doings, where¬ 
by thou hast forsaken me. 

21 The Lord shall make tho pesti- 
lenco cleave unto thee, until he have 
consumed thee from off the land, 
whither thou goest to posscBB it. 

22 Tho Lord shall smite thee with a 
consumption, and with a fover, and 
with an inflammation, and with au 
extreme burning, and with tho sword, 
and with blasting and with mildew; 
and tboy shall pursue theo until thou 
perish. 

23 And thy heaven that is over thy 
head shall he brass, and tho earth 
that 18 under thee shall he iron. 

24 The Lord shall make the rain of 
thy land powder and dust; from hea¬ 
ven shall it come down upon thee, 
until thou bo destroyed. 

25 The Lord shall cause thee to be 
smitten before thine enemies; thou 
shalt go out one way against them, 
and flee seven ways before them ; and 
shalt he removed into all the king¬ 
doms of the earth. 

26 And thy oarcass shall he meat 
unto all fowls of the air, and unto the 
heasts of the earth, and no man shall 
fray thorn away. 

27 The Lord will smite thee with 
the botch of Egypt, and with the 
emerods, and witn the scab, and with 
tho Itch, whereof thou oanet not be 
healed. 

28 The Lord shall smUe thoe with 
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madness, and blindneBH, and astonish¬ 
ment of heart; 

29 And thou shall grope at noon¬ 
day, as the blind gropoth in dark¬ 
ness, and thou shalt not prosper in 
tby wayB; and thou shalt be only op¬ 
pressed and spoiled evermore, and 
no man shall savo theo. 

30 Thou shalt betroth a wife, and 
another man shall lie with her; thou 
shalt build a house, and thou shall 
not dwell Lheroin; thou shalt plant a 
vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
grapes thcrof. 

31 Thine ox shall he slain before 
thine cyos, and thou shalt not eat 
thereof; thine ass shall be violently 
taken away from before thy face, and 
shall not bo restored to thee; thy 
sheep shall be given unto thine ene¬ 
mies, and tbou shalt have none to 
rescue them. 

32 Thy sons and thy daughters 
shall be given unto another people, 
and Ihino eyes shall look, and fail 
with longing for them all the day 
long; and thero shall be no might in 
thine hand. 

33 Tho fruit of thy land, and all 
Ihy labours, shall a Dation which 
thou knowest not eat up; and thou 
Bhalt he only oppressed and crushed 
alway ; 

34 So that thou shalt he mad for 
the sight of thine eyes whioh thou 
shalt see. 

35 The Lord shall smite thee in the 
kneos, and in the legs, with a sore 
botch that oannot ho healed, from 
the sole of thy foot unto the top of 
thy head. 

36 The Lord shall bring thee, and 
thy king whioh thou shalt set over 
thee, unto a nation which neither 
thou nor thy fathers have known; 
and there shalt thou eorve other gods, 
wood and stone. 

37 And thou shalt heoome an as¬ 
tonishment, a proverb, and a by-word, 
among all nations whither the Lord 
shall lead thee. 

38 Tbou shalt carry muoh seed out 
into the field, and shalt gather hut 
little in; for the loeust shall consume 
it. 

39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 
dress them, hut shalt neither drink 
of the wine, dot gather the grapes; 
for the worms shall oat them. 
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40 Thou ehn.lt have olive trees I thy gates throughout all thy land, 


throughout all thy coasts, but thon 
ahalt not anoint thyflelf with the oil; 
for thine olive shall cast his fruit. 

41 Thou shalt beget sons and 
daughters, but thon shalt not en¬ 
joy them; for they shall go into 
captivity. 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy 
land Bhall the looust consume. 

43 The stranger that is within thee 
shall get up above thee very high; 
and thou shalt oome down very low. 

44 He shall lend to thee, and thou 
shalt not lend to him; he shall be 
the head, and thou shalt be tho tail. 

45 Moreover, all these curses shall 
come npon thee, and shall pursue 
thee, and overtake thee, till thon be 
destroyed; because thou hearkenedst 
not unto the voioe of the Lord thy 
God, to keep his commandments and 
his statutes which he commanded 
thee. 

40 And they shall be upon thee for 
a sign and for a wonder, and npon 
thy seed for ever. 

47 Because thou servedat not the 
Lord thy God with joyfulness, and 
with gladness of heart, for the abun¬ 
dance of all things; 

40 Therefore shalt thou serve thine 
enemies, which the Lord shall send 
against thee, in hunger and in thirst, 
and in nakedness, and in want of all 
things; and he shall put a yoke of 
iron upon thy neok, until he have 
destroyed thee. 

49 The Lord shall bring a nation 
against thee from far, from the end 
of the earth, as swift as the eagle 
flieth; a nation whose tongne thou 
shalt not understand; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, 
whioh Bhall not regard the person of 
the old, nor show favour to the 
yonng; 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until 
thou be destroyed; which also shall 
not leave thee either com, wine, or 
oil, or the increase of thy kine, or 
Books of thy sheep, until he have 
destroyed thee. 

52 And he ehall besiege thee in 
all thy gates, until thy high and 
fenoed walls oome down, wherein 
thon trustedst, throughout all thy 
land ; and he shall besiege thee in all 


which the Lord thy God hath given 
thee. 

53 And thon shalt eat the frnit of 
thine own body, the flesh of thy 
Bona and of thy daughters, which 
the Lord thy God hath given thee, 
in the siege, and in the BtraitneSB, 
wherewith thine enemies shall dis¬ 
tress thee ; 

54 So that the man that is tender 
among you, and very delicate, his 
eye shall be evil toward his hrother, 
and toward the wife of his hosom, 
and toward the remnant of his chil¬ 
dren which he shall leave; 

55 So that he will not give to any 
of them of the flesh of hi§ children 
whom he shall eat; because he hath 
nothing left him in the siege, and 
in the straitness, wherewith thine 
enemies shall distress thee in all thy 

! gates. 

50 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adven 
ture to set the sole of her foot upon 
the ground for delicateness and ten¬ 
derness, her eye shall be evil to¬ 
ward the husband of her bosom, and 
toward her son, and toward her 
daughter, 

57 And toward her young one that 
cometh out from between her feet, 
and toward her children whioh she 
shall bear; for she ehall eat them 
for want of all things secretly in the 
siege and straitness, wherewith thine 
enemy shall distress thee in thy 
gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to do 
all the words of this law that are 
written in this book, that thou may- 
eat fear this gloriouB and fearful 
name, THE LORD THY GOD; 

59 Then the Lord will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues 
of thy seed, even great plagues, and 
of long continuance, and sore siok- 
nesscs, and of long continuance. 

60 Moreover he will bring upon 
thee all the diseases of Egypt, whioh 
thon wast afraid of; and they shall 
cleave unto thee. 

61 Also every sickness, and every 
plagne, whioh is not written in the 
book of this law, them will the Lord 
bring upon thee, nntil thon bo de¬ 
stroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left few in nom- 
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ber, whereas ye were as tho stars of 
beavon for multitudo; because thou 
wouldost not obey tho voice of tho 
Lord thy Qod. 

63 And it shall come to pass, that 
as the Lord rejoioed over you to do 
you good, and to multiply you; so 
the Lord will rejoioe over you to 
destroy you, and to bring you to 
nanght; and ye shall bo plucked 
from off the land whither thou goest 
to possess it, 

64 And the Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end 
of the earth even unto the other; 
and there thou shalt serve other 
gods, which neither thou nor thy 
fathers have known, even wood and 
stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt 
thou hod no ease, neither shall the 
sole of thy foot have rest; but the 
Lord shall give thee there a trem¬ 
bling heart, and failing of eyes, and 
sorrow of mind ; 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thee ; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none as¬ 
surance of thy life; 

67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would Qod it were even ! and at 
even thou shalt say, Would Qod it 
were morning I for the fear of thine 
heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and 
for the sight of thine eyes whioh thou 
shalt see. 

68 And the Lord shall bring thee 
into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I spake unto tnoc, Thou 
shalt see it no more again ; and thoro 
yo shall be sold unto your enemies 
for bond men and bond women, and 
no man shall buy you. 

criAPTKn xxix. 

Moifj txharteth to obedience—AU are pro- 

tmUd before the Lard to enter into hit cove¬ 
nant — Secret thingt belong unto Qod. 
ItESE are tho words of the cove¬ 
nant, which the Lord command¬ 
ed Moses to make with tho children 
of Israel in the land of Moab, besides 
the aovanant whioh he made with 
them in Ilorob. 

2 And Mobos called unto all Israel, 
and said unto them, Ye have Been 
all that the Lord did before your 
eyes in the land of Egypt unto Pha¬ 
raoh, and unto all his servants, and 
onto all his land; 


3 The great temptations whioh 
thine eyos have seen, the signs, aDd 
those great miracles; 

4 Yet tho Lord hath not given you 
a heart to peroeive, and eyes to see, 
and ears to hear, unto this day. 

5 And I have led you forty years 
in the wilderness ; your clothes are 
not waxen old upon yon, and thy 
shoe is not waxen old upon thy foot. 

6 Ye have not eaton bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink; 
that ye might know that I am the 
Lord your Qod. 

7 And when ye came unto this 
plaoe, Sihon the king of Heshbon, 
and Og the king of Bashan, came 
out against us unto battle, and wo 
smote them; 

8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inheritanoe unto the Reu- 
benites, and the Qaditos, and to the 
half tribe of Manasseh. 

0 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10 Ye stand this day all of yon 
before the Lord your Qod; your 
captains of your tribes, your elders, 
and your officers, with all the men of 
Israel, 

11 Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy Btranger that is in thy camp, 
from the hewer of thy wood unto the 
drawer of thy water; 

12 That thou Bhouldest enter into 
covenant with the Lord thy Qod, 
and into his oath, which the Lord 
thy Qod maketh with thco this day; 

13 That he may establish thee to¬ 
day for a people unto himself, and 
that he may bo unLo thee a Qod, as 
he hath Baid unto thee, and as he 
haLh sworn unto thy fathers, to Abra¬ 
ham, to Isaao, and to Jooob. 

14 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath; 

15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before tho Lord our 
Qod, and also with him that is not 
hore with us this day; 

16 (For ye know how wo have 
dwelt in tho land of Egypt; and 
how we came through the nations 
whioh ye passed by ; 

17 And ye have seen their abomi¬ 
nations, aud their idols, wood and 
stone, silvor and gold, whioh were 
among them;) 
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13 Lett there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
fiom Gie Lord our God, to go and 
serve the gods of these nations; lest 
there should be among you a root 
that boareth gall and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of this curse, that 
he bless himself in his heart, saying, 
I shall have peace, though I walk in 
Lho imagination of mine heart, to 
add drunkenness to thirst; 

20 The Lord will not spare him, 
but then the anger of the Lord and 
his jealousy shall smoke against that 
man, and all the curses that are writ¬ 
ten in this hook shall lie upon him, 
and the Lord shall blot out nis name 
from under heaven. 

21 And the Lord shall sepnrate 
him unto evil out of all the trines of 
Isrnel, according to all the curses of 
the covenant that are written in this 
book of the law ; 

22 So that the generation to come 
of your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the stranger that shall 
come from a far land, shall say, when 
they see the plagues of that land, and 
the sicknesses which the Lord hath 
laid upon it; 

23 And that the whole land thereof 
is brimstone, and salt, ani ourning, 
that it iB not sown, nor beareth, nor 
any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Admah and Zeboim, which the Lord 
overthrew in his anger, and in his 
wrath ; 

24 Even all nations Bhall say, 
Wherefore hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land ? what meaneth the 
heat of this great anger? 

25 Then men shall say, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the Lord God of their fathers, which 
he made with them when he brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt; 

26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods 
whom they knew not, and whom he 
had not given unto them ; 

27 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against this land, to bring 
upon it all the curses that Are written 
in this book; 

28 And the Lord rooted them out 
of their land in anger, and in wrath, 


and in great indignation, and cast 
them into another land, as it is this 
day. 

29 The secret things belong unto 
the Lord our God ; but those things 
which are revealed belong onto us 
and to our children for ever, that we 
may do all the words of this law. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

Mercies promised unto the repentant—The 
commandment manifest—Death and life 
set before Otem. 

ND it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, 
which I have set before thee, and 
thou shalt call them to mind among 
all the nations, whither tho Lord thy 
God hath driven thee, 

2 And shalt return unto tho Lord 
thy God, and shall obey his voice 
according to all that I command thee 
this day, thou and thy children, 
with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul; 

3 That then the Lord thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have com¬ 
passion upon thee, and will return 
and gather thee from all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath scat¬ 
tered thee. 

4 If any of thine be driven ont 
unto the outmost parts of heaven, 
from thence will the Lord thy God 
gather thee, and from thence will he 
fetch thee; 

5 And the Lord thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess it; 
and he will do thee good, and mul¬ 
tiply thee above thy fathers. 

6 And the Lord thy God will cir¬ 
cumcise thine heart, and the heart of 
thy seed, to love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, that thou mayest live. 

7 And tho Lord thy God will put 
all these ourses upon thine enemies, 
and on them that hate thee, which 
persecuted thee. 

6 And thou shalt return and obey 
the voice of the Lord, and do all his 
commandments whioh I command 
thee this day. 

9 And the Lord thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
bond, iu the fruit of thy body, and in 
the fruit of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy land, for good; for the 
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Lord will again rejoice over thee for 
good, as ho rejoiced over thy fathers; 

10 If thou ah alt hearken unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep 
his oommandinentB and his statutes 
whioh aro written in this book of the 
law, and if thou turn unto the Lord 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. 

11 For this commandment which I 
command thee this day, it iB not 
hiddon from theo, neither is it far 
off. 

12 It is not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go np for 
ns to heaven, and hring it unto ue, 
that we may hear it, and do it? 

13 Neither is it beyond the sea, 
that thou Bhouldest say, Who shall 
go over the sea for us, nod bring it 
unto us, that we may hear it, and 
do it ? 

14 But the word is very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. 

15 Sec, I have set before thoe this 
day life and good, and death and 
evil; 

10 In that I command thee this day 
to lovo the Lord thy God, to walk in 
his ways, and to keep his oommnnd- 
monte, and his statutes, and his judg¬ 
ments, that thou mayest live and 
multiply; and the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

17 But if thine heart turn away, so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, and worship other gods, 
and serve them ; 

18 I denounce unto you this day, 
that ye shall surely perish, and that 
ye shall not prolong your days upon 
the land, wbither thon passest over 
Jordan to go to possess it. 

10 I call heaven and earth to re¬ 
cord this day against yon, that I 
have set before you life and death, 
blessing and onrsing; therefore ohoose 
life, that both thou and thy seed may 
live; 

20 That thou mayest love the Lord 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thon mayest oleave 
unto him ; for he is thy life, and the 
length of thy days; that thon may- 
eet dwell in the land whioh the Lord 
aware unto thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jaoob, to give them. 


CHAPTER XXXI. 

Moist encouragtih Joshua and the people — 

His charat to Joshua—Moats delivereih th* 

book of the law to the Levitts to keep—Fit 

malceth a protestation to the elders. 

ND Moses went and spake these 
words unto all Israel. 

2 And he said unto them, I am a 
hundred and twenty years old this 
day ; I can do more go oat and come 
in ; also tho Lord hath said onto me, 
Thou shalt not go over this Jordan. 

3 Tho Lord thy God, he will go over 
before thee, and he will destroy these 
nations from before thee, and thon 
shall possess them ; and Joshua, he 
shall go over beforo thee, as the Lord 
hath said. 

4 And the Lord shall do unto them 
as ho did to Sihon and to Og, kings 
of tho Amoritcs, and unto the land 
of them, whom he destroyed. 

5 And the Lord shall give them up 
before your face, that ye may do 
unto them according anto all the 
commandments which I have com¬ 
manded you. 

6 Bo strong and of a good ooarage, 
fear not, nor be afraid of them; for 
the Lord thy God, he it is that doth 
go with thee; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake theo. 

7 And Mobbs called unto Joshua, 
and said unto him in the eight of all 
Israel, Be strong and of a good cour¬ 
age; for thou maBt go with this 
people UDto the land whioh the Lord 
natn sworn unto their fathers to give 
them ; and thou shalt causo them to 
inherit it. 

8 And the Lord, he it is that doth 
go before thee ; he will be with thee, 
he will not fail thee, neither forsake 
thee ; fear not, neither be dismayed. 

9 And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, whioh bare the ark of the 
oovonant of the Lord, and unto all 
the eldors of Israel. 

10 And Moses commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every seven 
years, in the solemnity of the year of 
release, in the feast of tabernacles, 

11 When all Israel is oome to ap¬ 
pear before the Lord thy God in tne 
place whioh he shall ohoose, thon 
shalt read this law before all Israel 
in their hearing. 

12 Gather the people together, men, 
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and women, and children, and thy 
stranger that is within thy gatcB, that 
they may hear, and that they may 
learn, and fear the Lord your God, 
and observe to do a.l the words of 
this law; 

13 And that their children, which 
have not known any thing, may hear, 
and learn to fear the Lord your God, 
as long as ye live in the land whither 
ye go over Jordan to possess it. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Behold, thy days approach that thou 
mast die; call Joshua, and present 
yourselves in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, that I may give him a 
charge. And Moses and Joshua went, 
and presented themselves in the ta¬ 
bernacle of the congregation. 

15 And the Lord appeared in the 
tabernacle in a pillar of a cloud; and 
tbe pillar of the cloud stood over the 
door of the tabernacle. 

16 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Behold, thou sknlt sleep with thy fa¬ 
thers ; nnd this people will rise up, 
and go a whoring after the gods of 
the strangers of the land, whither 
they go to bo among them, and will 
forsake me and break my covenant 
which I have made with tbem. 

17 Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my face 
from them, and they shall be devour¬ 
ed, and many evils and troubles shall 
befall them; so that they will say in 
that day, Are not theso evils come 
upon us, because our God is not 
among us ? 

IS And I will surely hide my face 
in that day for all the evils which 
they shall have wrought, in that they 
are turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this song 
for you, and teach it the children of 
Israel; put it in their mouths, that 
this song may be a witness for mo 
against the children of Israel. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I swaro 
unto their fathers, that floweth with 
milk and honey ; and they shall have 
eaten and filled themselves, and wax¬ 
en fat; then will they turn unto other 
gods, and serve them, and provoke 
mo, and break my covenant. 

21 And it shall oome to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 


them, that this song shall testify 
against them as a witness; for it 
shall not be forgotten oat of the 
mouths of their seed; for I know 
their imagination which they go 
about, even now, before I have 
brought them into the land whioh 
I sware. 

22 Moses therefore wrote this song 
the same day, and taught it the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of 
Nun a charge, and said, Be strong 
and of a good courage; for thou 
shalt bring the children of Israel 
into the land which I sware onto 
them; and I will be with thee. 

24 And it came to pass, when Mo¬ 
ses had made an end of writing the 
words of this law in a book, until 
they were finished, 

25 That Moses commanded the Le- 
vites, which bare the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of the Lord, saying, 

26 Take this book of tho law, and 
put it in tbe side of the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, that 
it may be there for a witness against 
thee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and 
thy stiff neck; behold, while I am 
yet alive with you this day, ye have 
been rebellious against the Lord; 
and how muoh more after my death 7 

28 Gather unto me all tbe elders of 
your tribes, and your officers, that I 
may speak those words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
against them. 

29 For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly oormpt yourselves, 
and turn aside from the way which I 
have commanded yon; and evil will 
befall you in tho latter days : because 
yc will do evil in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger 
through Lhe work of your hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of 
all the congregation of Israel the 
words of this song, until they were 
ended. 

CHAPTER XXXXL 

Moses't sotu7—God senddh /urn up to wunwtf 
.A>£o, to see the land, and die. 

IVE ear, 0 ye heavens, and I will 
speak; and hear, 0 earth, the 
words of my mouth. 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my spoeoh shall distil as the 
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Jew, as the email rain upon tho len¬ 
der herb, and as the ehowors upon 
the grass; 

.3 Because I will publish the namo 
of the Lord; ascribe ye greatness 
unto our God. 

4 He is the Rock, his work is per¬ 
fect; for all his ways are judgment; 
a God of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right ib he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their epot is not the spot of his chil¬ 
dren ; Iney are a perverse and crooked 
generation. 

6 Do ye thus requito the Lord, 0 
foolish people and unwise? is not he 
thy father that hath bought thee? 
hath he not made thee, and estab¬ 
lished thee ? 

7 Remember the days of old, con¬ 
sider the years of many generations; 
ask thy father, and he will show thee; 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. 

8 When the Most High divided to 
the nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Adam, ho 
eet the bounds of the people aocord- 
ing to the number of tno children of 
Israel. 

9 For the Lord’s portion is his peo¬ 
ple; Jacob is the lot of his inherit¬ 
ance. 

10 He found him in a desert land, 
and in the waste howling wilder¬ 
ness; he led him ahout, he instructed 
him, he kept him as the apple of his 
eye. 

11 As an eagle stirroth up her nest, 
flutlereth over her young, sproadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, bear- 
eth them on her wings ; 

12 fio the Lord alone did lead him, 
and there was no strange god with 
him. 

13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat 
the Increase of the fields; and he 
mads him to sack honey out of the 
rook, and oil out of tho flinty rook; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs, and rams of 
the breed of Baehan, and goats, with 
the fat of kidneys of wheat; and thou 
didst drink the pure blood of the 
grape. 

16 But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked; thou art waxen fat, thou art 

J frown thiok, thou art covered with 
atness; then bo forsook God which 
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made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Ilock of his salvation. 

16 They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abominations 
provoked they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not 
to God; to gods whom they knew 
not, to new gods that came newly 
up, whom your fathers feared not. 

IS Of the Rock that begat tbee thou 
art unmindful, and hast forgotten 
God that formed thee. 

19 And when the Lord saw it, he 
abhorred them, because of the pro¬ 
voking of his sons, and of his daugh¬ 
ters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, I will see what their end 
shall be; for they are a very froward 
generation, children in whom is no 
faith. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not God ; they 
have provoked me to anger with 
their vanities; and I will move them 
to jealousy with those which are not 
a people; I will provoke thorn to an¬ 
ger with a foolish nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine an¬ 
ger, and shall bum unto the lowest 
hell, and shall consume the earth 
with her increase, and set on fire the 
foundations of the mountains. 

23 I will heap mischief npon them ; 
I will spend mino arrows upon them. 

24 They shall he burnt with hunger, 
and devoured with hurning heat, and 
with bitter destruction; I will also 
send the teeth of beasts upon them, 
with the poison of serpents of the 
dust. 

25 Tho sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the suckling also 
with the man of gray hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them into 
corners, I would make the remem¬ 
brance of them to oease from among 
men; 

27 Were It not that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their ad¬ 
versaries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, 
Our hand is high, and the Lord hath 
not done all this. 

20 For they aro a nation void of 
oouDsel, neither is there any under¬ 
standing in them. 

29 0 that they were wiso, that they 
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understood this, that they would con- 
aider thoir latter end ! 

30 How should one ohase a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight, 
except their Rock bad sold them, and 
the Lord had shut them up 7 

31 For their rook is not as our Rook, 
even our enemies themselves being 
judges. 

32 For their vine is of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Gomorrah; 
their grapes are grapcB of gall, their 
clusters are bitter; 

33 Tbeir wine iB the poison of dra¬ 
gons, and the cruel venom of aepB. 

34 Is not this laid up in Btore with 
me, and Be&led up among my trea¬ 
sures 7 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, and 
recompense; their foot shall slide in 
due time; for the day of their calamity 
is at hand, and the things that shall 
some upon them make baste. 

36 For the Lord shall judge bis peo¬ 
ple, and repent himBelf for his ser¬ 
vants, when he Beeth that their power 
is gone, and there is none shut up, or 
left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are their 
gods, tbeir rock in whom they trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings? let them rise up and 
help you, and be yonr protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am he, 
and there is no god with me; I kill, 
and I make alive; I wound, and I 
heal; neither is there any chat oan 
deliver out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, 
and mine hand take hold on judg¬ 
ment; I will render vengeance to mine 
enemies, and will reward them that 
hate me. 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk 
with blood, and my sword shall de¬ 
vour fleBh; and that with the blood 
of the slain and of the captives, from 
the beginning of revenges upon the 
enemy. 

43 Rejoice, 0 ye nations, with his 
people; for he will avenge the blood 
of nis servants, and will render ven¬ 
geance to his adversaries, and will 
be merciful unto his land, and to bis 
people. 

44 And Moses oame and spake all 


the words of this song in the ears of 
the people, he, and Hoshea the bod 
of Nun. 

45 And Moses made an cud of Bpeak 
ing all these words to all Israel; 

46 And he said unto them, Set your 
hearts unto all the words which I 
testify among you this day, which ye 
shall command your children to ob¬ 
serve to do, all the words of this law. 

47 For it is not a vain thing for you; 
because it is your life; aud through 
this thing ye shall prolong your day* 
in the land, whither ye go over Jordan 
to possess it. 

48 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses that self-same day, saying, 

49 Get thee up into this mountain 
Abarim, unto mount Nebo, which is 
in the land of Moah, that is over 
against Jerioho ; and hehold the land 
of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Israel for a possession ; 

50 And die in the mount whither 
thou goest up, and be gathered unto 
thy people; as Aaron tby brother died 
in mount Hor, and was gathered unto 
his people; 

51 Because ye trespassed against me 
among the children of Israel at the 
waters of Meribah-Kadesh, in the wil¬ 
derness of Zin ; because ye sanctified 
me not in the midst of the children ol 
Israel. 

52 Yet thou ehalt see the land before 
thee; but thou shalt not go thither 
unto the land which I give the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXXIFt. 

TV majesty of God —TV blessing t ctf tV 
tribes. 

ND this is the bleseiDg, where¬ 
with Moses the man of God 
blessed the children of Israel before 
his death. 

2 And he said, The Lord came from 
Sinai, and rose up from Seir unto 
them; he shined forth from mount 
Paran, and he came with ten thou¬ 
sands of saints; from bis right band 
went a fiery law for them. 

3 Yea, he loved the people; all hli 
saints are in thy band ; and they sat 
down at thy feet; every one shall re¬ 
ceive of thy words. 

4 Moses commanded us a law, even 
the inheritance of the congregation 
of Jacob. 

5 And be was king In Jeshurun, 
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w lion the beads of the people and 
tbo tribes of Jsr;u*t were gathered 
together. 

G Let Reuben live, and not die; and 
lot not his men be few. , 

7 And this ie the blessing of Judah; I 
and he said, Hear, Lord, the voice of 
Judah, and bring him unto his peo- 

le; let his hands be sufficient for 
irn ; and be tbou a help to him from 
his anomies. 

8 And of Levi he Baid, Let thy Thum- 
mim and thy Urim bo with thy holy 
one, whom thou didst prove at Mas- 
Bah, and with whom thou didst strive 
at the waters of Meribah; 

Q Who said unto his father and to 
his mothor, I have not seen him; 
neilhor did he acknowledge his bre¬ 
thren, nor knew his own ohildren ; for 
(hey have observed thy word, and kept 
thy covenant. 

10 They shall teaoh Jacob thy judg¬ 
ments, and Israel thy law ; they shall 

ul incense boforo Lbec, and whole 
urnt sacrifice upon thine altar. 

11 Bless, Lord, his substance, and 
accept the work of his hands; Bmite 
through the loins of them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate 
him, that they rUo not again. 

12 And of Benjamin he said. The 
beloved of the Lord shall dwell in 
safely by him; and the Lord shall 
oover him all the day long, and he 
shall dwell between his shoulders. 

13 And of Joseph he said, Blessed 
of the Lord be his land, for the pre- 
oious things of heaven, for the dew, 
and for the deep that ooucheth be¬ 
neath, 

1 1 And for the preoious fruits brought 
forth by the sun, and for the preoious 
things pul forth by the moon, 

16 And for the ohief things of the 
unoiont mountains, and for the pre¬ 
oious thingB of the lasting hills, 

lfl And for the preoious things of 
the earth and fulncBs thereof, and for 
the good will of him that dwelt in the 
bush; let the blessing eome upon the 
head of Joseph, and upon the top of 
the head of him that was separated 
from his brethren. 

17 His glory is like the firstling of 
his bollock, and bis horns are like the 
horns of unicorns ; with them bo shall 
push the people together to the ends 
of the earth; and they are the ten 
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I thousands of Ephraim, and they are 
the thousands of Manaesch. 

! 18 And of Zobulun he said, Rejoioe, 
Zebulun, in thy going out; and, Issa- 
char, in thy tents. 

19 They shall call the people unto 
the mountain; there they shall offer 
sacrifices of righteousness; for they 
shall suck of the abundance of the 
seas, and of treasures hid in the sand. 

20 And of Oad he said, Blessed be 
he that enlargeth Oad; he dwelleth 
as a lion, and tcareth tho arm with 
the orown of the head. 

21 And he provided the first part 
for himself, because there, in a portion 
of the lawgiver, was he sealed; and 
he came with the heads of the people, 
he executed tho justice of the Lord, 
and his judgments with Israel. 

22 And of Dan he said, Dan is a 
lion’s whelp; he shall leap from 
Bashan. 

23 And of Naphtali he said, ° 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, and 
full with the blessing of the Lord, 
possess thou the west and the south. 

24 And of Asher he said, Let Aehcr 
be blessed with ohildren; let him be 
acceptable to his brethren, and let 
him dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shall be iron and 
brass; and as thy days, so shall thy 
strength be. 

26 There is none like unto the God 
of JeBhurun, who rideth upon the 
heaven in thy help, and in his ex¬ 
cellency on the sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms; and he shall thrust out the 
enemy from before thee; and shall 
say, Destroy them. 

28 Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone; the fountain of Jacob Bhall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also 
his heavens shall drop down dew. 

29 Happy art thou, 0 Israel; who 
is like unto thee, 0 people saved by 
the Lord, the shield of thy help, and 
who is the Bword of thy excellency I 
and thine enemies shall be found 
liars unto thee ; and thou shalt tread 
upon their high placeB. 

CHAPTER XJUCIV. 

Hate* vieweth the land—He dieth—Hit a«— 
Mourning /or him—Jothua mceeedeihnim. 
ND Moses went up from tbs 
plains of Moab unto tho moan 
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tain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgab, 
that is over against Jericho ; and tbo 
Lord showed hiui all the land of 
Qilead, unto Dan, 

2 And all Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim, and Manaseeh, and all the 
land of Judah, onto the utmoBt sea, 

3 And the sonth, and the plain of 
the valley of Jericho, the city of palm 
trees, unto Zoar. 

4 And the Lord B&id unto him, This 
is the land which I eware unto Abra¬ 
ham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, 
saying, I will give it unto thy seed; 
I have caused thee to see it with 
thine eyes, but thou shalt not go over 
thither. 

6 So Moses the servant of tho Lord 
died there in the land of Moab, 
according to the word of tho Lord. 

6 For the Lord took him unto his 
fathers, in a valley in the land of 
Moab, over against Beth-peor; there¬ 
fore no man knoweth of his sepulchre 
unto thiB day. 


7 And Moses was a hundred and 
twenty years old when he died; hii 
eyo was not dim, Dor bis natural 
forco abated. 

8 And the children of Israel wept 
for Moses in the plains of Moab thirty 
days; bo the days of weeping and 
mourning for Moses were ended. 

9 And Joshua the son of Nun was 
full of the spirit of wisdom; for 
Moses had laid his hands upon him ; 
and the children of Israel hearkened 
unto him, and did as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

10 And there arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like unto Moses, wnom 
the Lord knew faoe to faoc, 

11 In all the signs and the wonders 
whioh the Lord sent him to do in the 
land of Egypt, to Pharaoh, and to al! 
his servants, and to all his land, 

12 And in all that mighty hand, and 
in all the groat terror whioh Mose* 
showed in the sight of all Israel. 


THE BOOK 

CHAPTER I. 

Joshua tuectideih Masts—Joshua prospered. 
OW after the death of Moses the 
servant of the Lord, it came to 
pass, that the Lord spake unto Joshua 
the son of Non, Moses’ minister, 
saying, 

2 Moses my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan, 
thou, and all this people, onto the 
land whioh I do give to them, even 
to the children of Israel. 

3 Every place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I 
given unto you, aB I said unto Moses. 

4 From the wilderness and this 
Lebanon even unto the great river, 
the river Euphrates, all the land of 
the Hittites, and unto the great sea 
toward the going down of the sun, 
shall he your ooast. 

6 Thore shall not any man be able 
to stand hefore thee all the days of 
thy life; as I was with Moses, so I 
will be with thee; I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

0 Be strong and of a good oourage ; 
for unto this people shalt tbou divide 
Cor an inheritance the land, whioh I 
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eware unto their fathers to give 
them. 

7 Only be thon strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest observe 
to do aocording to all the law, which 
Moses my servant oommanded tbee ; 
turn not from it to the right hand or 
to the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth; but thou 
shalt meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do 
aooording to all that is written there¬ 
in ; for then thou Bhalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success. 

9 Have not I oommanded thee 7 Be 
strong and of a good oourage; be not 
afraid, neither he thou dismayed; for 
the Lord thy Qod is with thee whither¬ 
soever thou goost. 

10 Then Joshua oommanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com¬ 
mand the people, saying, Prepare 
you viotuals; for within three days 
ye shall pass over this Jordan, to go 
in to possess the land, whioh the 
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Lord your God givetli you to posses* 
it. 

12 And to the Reubonites, and to 
the Gadites, And to hair the tribe of 
ManasBeh, spake Joshua, saying, 

13 Remember the word which Moses 
the servant of the Lord commanded 
you, saying, The Lord your God hath 
given you roBt, and hath given you 
this land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
whioh Moses gave you on this side 
Jordan; but ye Bhall pass before your 
brethren armod, all the mighty men 
of valour, and help them ; 

15 Until the Lord have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and thoy also have possessed the land 
which the Lord your God giveth 
them ; then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, and enjoy it, 
whioh Moses the Lord’s sorvant gave 
you on this side Jordan toward the 
sun-rising. 

16 And they answered Joshua, say¬ 
ing, All that thou oommandeet us wo 
will do, and wbitheraoevor thou Bend- 
est us, we will go. 

17 Aooording as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all things, so will we hearken 
unto thoo; only tho Lord thy God 
be with thee, as he was with Moses. 

10 Whosoever he be that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto thy words in all 
that thou oommandest him, ho shall 
be put to doath ; only be strong and 
of a good courage. 

CHAPTER II. 

Rahab rradveth the two gpiu —TTi^ir return. 
ND Joshua the son of Nun sent 
out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even Jericho. And they went and 
flume into a harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of Jeri- 
oho, saying, Bohold, there oame men 
in hither to-night of the ohildren of 
Israel to searoh out the country. 

3 And the king of Jerioho sent 
onto Rahab, saying, Bring forth the 
men that are oome to thee, whioh 
are entered into thine house; for 
they be oome to searoh out all the 
oountry. 

4 And tho woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus, There 
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came men unto me, hut I wist not 
whence they were; 

6 And it came to pass about the 
time of shutting of the gate, when it 
was dark, that the men went out; 
whither the men went, I wot not; 
pursue After them quiokly; for ye 
shall overtake them. 

6 But she had hrought them up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, whioh she 
had laid in order upon the roof. 

7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords; 
and as soon as they which pursued 
after them were gone out, they shut 
the gate. 

8 And before they were laid down, 
she came np onto them upon the 
roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 
know that tho Lord hath given yon 
the land, and that your terror is 
fallen upon us, And that all the in¬ 
habitants of the land faint because 
of you. 

10 For we have heard how the Lord 
dried up the water of the Red sea for 
you, when ye came out of Egypt; 
and what ye did unto the two kings 
of the Amorites, that were on the 
other side Jordan, Sihon and Og, 
whom ye utterly destroyed. 

11 And aB Boon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any mini, because of you; 
for the Lord yotir God, he is God in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, swear 
unto me by the Lord, since I have 
showed you kindness, that ye will 
also show kindness unto my father’s 
house, and give me a true token ; 

13 And that you will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bre¬ 
thren, and my sistorB, and all that 
they have, and deliver our lives from 
death. 

14 And the men answered her, Our 
life for yours, if ye utter not this our 
business. And it shall be, when the 
Lord hath given us the land, that 
we will deal kindly and truly with 
thee. 

16 Then she let them down by a oord 
through the window; for her house 
was upon the town wall, and she 
dwelt upon the wall. 
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16 And she said unto them, Get you 


to the mountain, lest the pursuers 
meet you, and hido yourselves there 
three days, until the pursuers be re¬ 
turned ; and afterward may ye go 
your way. 

17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be blameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shall bind this line of scar¬ 
let thread in the window which thou 
didst let us down by; and thou ehalt 
bring thy father, and thy mother, { 
and thy brethren, and all thy father's 
household, home unto thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go ont of the doors of thy house 
into the Btreet, his blood shall be 
upon his head, and we will be guilt¬ 
less; and whosoever shall be with 
thee in the house, his blood shall be 
on our head, if any hand be upon 
him. 

20 And if thon utter this our busi¬ 
ness, then we will be quit of thine 
oath which thou hast made us to 
swear. 

21 And she said, According unto 
your words, so be it. And she sent 
them away, and they departed; and 
she bonnd the scarlet line in the win¬ 
dow. 

22 And they went, &Dd oame unto 
tho mountain, and abode there three 
days, until the pursuers were re¬ 
turned ; and the pursuors sought 
them thronghout all the way, but 
found them not. 

23 So the two men returned, and 
descended from the mountain, and 
passed over, and oame to Joshua the 
son of Nun, and told him all things 
that befell them; 

24 And they said unto Joshua, Truly 
the Lord hath delivered into our 
hands all the land ; for even all the 
inhabitants of the country do faint 
because of us. 

CHAPTER ILL 

Jatfma oameih to Jordan—The Lard eneaur- 
ageth Joihua, and the people—The walert 
of Jordan divided . 

ND Joshua rose early in the 
morning; and they removed j 
rrom Shittim, and oame to Jordan, 
he and all the children of Israel, and 
lodged there before they passed over. 

2 And it oame to pass after three 


days, that the officers went through 
the host; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it, 
then ye shall remove from your 
place, and go after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space between 
you and il, about two thousand cubiti 
by measure; come not Dear unto it. 
that ye may know the way by whioh 
ye must go; for ye have not passed 
this way heretofore. 

5 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves; for to-morrow 
the Lord will do wonders among you. 

6 And Joshua spake unto the priest*, 
saying, Take up the ark of the cove¬ 
nant, and pass over before the people. 
And they took up the ark of the cove¬ 
nant, and went before the people. 

7 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day will I begin to magnify 
theo in the sight of all Israel, that 
they may know that, as I was with 
Moses, so I will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the cove¬ 
nant, saying, When ye are come to 
the brink of the water of Jordan, ye 
shall stand still in Jordan. 

9 And Joshua said onto the chi I 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hoar 
the words of the Lord your God, 

10 And Joshaa said, Hereby ye 
shall know that the living God i* 
among you, and that he will without 
fail drive out from before you the 
Canaanilcs, and the Hittites, and th* 
Hivites, and the Perizsites, and tho 
Girgashites, and the Amorites, and 
tho Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth passeth 
over before yon into Jordan. 

12 Now therefore take yon twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel, ont of 
every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, *« 
soon as the soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the Lord, 
the Lord of all the earth, shall rest 
in tho waters of Jordan, that the 
waters of Jordan shall be ent of 
from the waters that come down 
from above; and they shall stand 
npon a heap. 

14 And it oame to pass, when the 
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people removed from their tente, to 
abb over Jordan, and the priests 
earing the ark of the covenant be¬ 
fore the people; 

15 And as they that hare the ark 
were oome onto Jordan, and the feet 
of the priests that bare the ark were 
dipped in the brim of the water, (for 
Jordan ovorfloweth all his banks all 
the time of harvest,) 

10 That the waters which oame 
down from above stood and rose up 
upon a heap very fnr from tho oity 
Adam, that is beside Zarctan ; and 
those that carno down toward tho sea 
of the plain, even the Balt sea, failed, 
and were out off; and the people 
passed over right against Jericho. 

17 And tho priests that bare the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
stood Arm on dry ground in tho 
midst of Jordan, and all the Is¬ 
raelites passed over on dry ground, 
until all tho people wero passed olenn 
^ver Jordan. 

CnAPTKR IV. 

TWk ttones for a memorial — Twelve other 
ttones Bet up in (he midtt of Jordan—The 
pesrpU past over. 

ND it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over 
JordaD, that the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of tho midst of 
Jordan, out of tho place where the 
priests* feot stood firm, twelve stones, 
fcnd ye shall oarry them over with 
pou, and leave them In the lodging 
plaoe, where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua oalled the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
ahHdren of Israel, out or every tribe 
i man ; 

5 And Joshua said unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the Lord your 
God Into the midst of Jordan, and 
take yon up every man of you a 
■tone upon his shoulder, according 
unto the nnmber of the tribes of the 
ohildren of Israel; 

A That this may be a sign among 
you, that whon your childron ask 
their fathers iu time to come, saying, 
What mean ye by these stones 7 
7 Then ye shall answer thorn, That 
the waters of Jordan were cut off 
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before the ark of the oovenant of 
the Lord; when it passed over Jor¬ 
dan, the waters of Jordan were cut 
off; and these stones shall be for a 
memorial unto the children of Israel 
for ever. 

8 And the ohildren of Israel did 
so as Joshua oommanded, and took 
up twelve Btones out of the midst of 
Jordan, as the Lord spake ante 
Joshua, according to the number of 
the tribes of the ohildren of Israel, 
and carried them over with them 
unto tho place where they lodged, 
and laid them down there. 

9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the plaoe 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood; 
and they are there unto this day. 

10 For the priests which hare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jordan, an- 
til everything was finished that the 
Lord oommanded JoBhaa to speak 
unto the people, according to all that 
Moses oommanded Joshua; and the 
people hasted and passed over. 

11 And it oame to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that 
the ark of the Lord passed over, and 
the priests, in the presenoe of the 
people. 

12 And the children of Reuben, 
and the ohildren of Gad, and half 
the tribe of MAn&sseh, passed over 
armed before the ohildren of Israel, 
as Moses spake unto them ; 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over before the Lord 
unto battle, Lo the plains of Jerioho. 

14 On that day the Lord magnified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel; 
and they fearod him, as they feared 
Moses, all the days of his life. 

15 And the Lord spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they 
come up out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore oommanded 
the priests, saying, Come ye op out 
of Jordan. 

18 And it oame to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the oove¬ 
nant of the Lord were oome up out 
of the midst of Jordan, ana the 
soles of the priests' feet were lifted 
up onto the ary land, that the waters 
or Jordan retnrned unto their plane, 
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and flowed over all his banka, ae they 
did before. 

19 And the people came up oat of 
Jordan on the tenth day of the firat 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, in 
the eaat border of Jericho. 

20 And those twelve atoneB, which 
they took oat of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgnl. 

21 And he apake unto the children 
of Israel, saying, When your chil¬ 
dren shall ask their fathers in time 
to come, saying, What mean these 
stones ? 

22 Then ye shall let yonr children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 

23 For the Lord your God dried 
up the waters of Jordan from before 
you, until ye were passed over, ae 
the Lord your God did to the Red 
sea, which he dried up from before 
us, until we were gone over; 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lord, 
that it is mighty; that ye might fear 
the Lord your God for ever. 

CHAPTER V. 

The OanaaniUa art afraid—Joshua renew- 

eth circumcision — The passmxrr—Manna 

ctaselh—An Angel appear eth to Joshua. 
ND it came to pass, when all 
the kings of the Amorites, which 
were on the side of Jordan westward, 
and all the kings of the Canaanites, 
which were by the Ben, heard that 
the Lord had dried up tho waters 
of Jordan from before the ohildren 
of Israel, until we were passed over, 
that their heart melted, neither was 
there spirit in them any more, be¬ 
cause of the ohildren of Israel. 

2 At that time the Lord said unto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Is¬ 
rael the seooud time. 

3 And Joshua made him sharp 
knives, and oiroumcised the children 
of Israel at the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this is the oause why Joshua 
did ciroumoise ; All the people that 
oame out of Egypt, that were males, 
even all the men of war, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they 
oame out of Egypt. 

5 Now Ml the people that oame out 
were clroumoieed; but all the poo- 

le that were born in the wildorness 

7 the way as thoy oame forth out 


of Egypt, them they had not oircum 
cised. 

0 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, 
which came out of Egypt, were con 
sumed, because they obeyed not the 
voice of the Lord; unto whom the 
Lord aware that he would not show 
them the land, which the Lord swsrr 
unto their fathers that he would give 
us, a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. 

7 And their children, whom he 
raised up in their stead, them Joshua 
circumcised; for they were nneir- 
cumcised, because they had not cir¬ 
cumcised them by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when the? 
had done circumcising all the people, 
that they abode in their places in the 
camp, till they were whole. 

9 And the Lord said unto JoBhus, 
This day have I rolled away tho re 
proach of Egypt from off you. Where¬ 
fore tho name of the place is called 
Gilgal unto this day. 

10 And the children of Israel er. 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the pae* 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even in the plains of Jeri 
cho. 

11 And they did eat of the old 
corn of the land on the morrow af 
ter the paasover, nnleavened cake*, 
and parched corn in the self-samt 
day. 

12 And tho manna ceased on th* 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither bad 
the ohildren of Israel manna ani 
more; hut thoy did eat of the fruit 
of the land of Canaan that year. 

13 And it came to pass, when Joshni 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up his 
eyes and looked, and, behold, there 
stood a man over against him with 
his sword drawn in his hand; and 
Joshua went unto him, and said unto 
him, Art thon for ns, or for our ad 
versaries ? 

14 And he said, Nay; bat as cap¬ 
tain of the host of the L«rd am I now 
come. And Joshna fell on his face to 
the earth, and did worship, and said 
onto him, What s&ith my lord unto 
his servant? 

15 And the o&ptain of the Lord's 
host said unto Joshua, Loose thy 
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•hoe from off thy foot; for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy. And 
Joshua did so. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Jericho thui up — The. city compared — The, 
unlit fall down — Rahab saved—The build¬ 
er of Jericho cursed. 

OW Joricho waB strailly shut up 
because of the children of Israel; 
none went out, and none came in. 

2 And Lhe Lord said unto Joshua, 
See, I have given into thine hand 
Jericho, and the king thereof, and the 
mighty men of valour. 

3 And ye shall compass the city, 
all ye men of war, and go round 
about the oity once. Thus shalt thou 
do six days. 

4 And sever priests shall bear be¬ 
fore the ark seven trumpets of rams' 
hornB; and the seventh day ye shall 
compass the oity seven times, and 
the priests shall blow with tho Irum- 
pots. 

6 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long blast with 
the ram's horn, and when ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, all the 
people shall shout with a great 
shout; and the wall of tho oity 
shall fall down flat, and the people 
shall asoend up every man straight 
before him. 

6 And Joshua tho son of Nun oallod 
the priests, and said unto them, Take 
up the ark of tho oovenant, and let 
seven priests bear seven trumpets of 
ram’B horns hofore the ark of the 
Lord. 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass 
on, and compass the oity, ana let him 
that is armed pass on before the ark 
of the Lord. 

B And it came to pasB, when Joshua 
had spoken unto the peoplo, that the 
aevon priests hearing the sevon trum- 
pots of rams' horns passed on before 
the Lord, and blew with the trum¬ 
pets; and the ark of the oovenant of 
the Lord followed thorn. 

9 And the armed men went bofore 
the priestB that blew with the trum¬ 
pets, and tho rearward came after tho 
ark, the prieBls going on, and blow¬ 
ing with the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded tho 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, 
nor make any noise with your voioe, 
neither shall any word proceed out 


of your mouth, until the day I bid 
you shout; then shall ye shout. 

11 So the ark of the Lord compassed 
the city, going abont it once; and 
they came into the camp, and lodged 
in the oamp. 

12 And Joshna rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took Qp the 
ark of the Lord. 

13 And seven priests hearing seven 
trumpets of rams' horns hefore the 
ark of the Lord went on continually, 
and hlew with the trumpets ; and the 
armed men went before them; but 
the rearward came after the ark of 
tho Lord, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

14 And the second aay they com¬ 
passed the oity onoe, and returned 
into the camp. So they did six days. 

15 And it came to pasB on the sev¬ 
enth day, that they rose early about 
the dawning of the day, and com¬ 
passed tho city after the same man¬ 
ner seven times; only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times. 

16 Aod it came to pass at the sev¬ 
enth time, when the priests blew with 
the trumpets, Joshua said unto the 
people, Shout; for the Lord hath 
given you the oity. 

17 And the oity shall be aoonrsed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to 
Lhe Lord; only Rahab the harlot 
shall live, she and all that are with 
hor in the house, hcoanse she hid the 
messengers that we Bent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep your- 
selvos from the oooarsed thing, lest 
ye make yourselves aoonrsed, when 
ye take of the accursed thing, and 
make the oamp of Israel*a ourse, and 
trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are oonse- 
oratod unto the Lord; they BhaU 
come into the treasury of the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets; and 
it came to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trnmpot, and 
the people shonted with a great shoot, 
that the wall fell down flat, so that 
the peoplo went up into the oity, 
every man straight hefore him, and 
they took the oity. 

21 And they ntterly destroyed all 
that was in the oity, both man and 
woman, yoong and old, and oz, and 
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iheep, and ass, with the edge of the 
■word. 

22 Bnt Joshua had said onto the 
two men that had spied out the coun¬ 
try, Qo into the harlot’B house, and 
bring out thence the woman, and all 
that she hath, as ye eware unto 
her. 

23 And the young men that were 
Bpies went in, and brought out Ra- 
hab, and her father, and her mother, 
and her brethren, and all that she 
had; and they brought out all her 
kindred, and left them without the 
oamp of Israel. 

24 And they burnt the city with 
fire, and all that was therein; only 
the silver, and the gold, and the ves¬ 
sels of brass and of iron, they put 
into the treasury of the house of the 
Lord. 

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the har¬ 
lot alive, and her father's household, 
and all that she had; and she dwell- 
eth in Israel even unto this day; be¬ 
cause she hid the messengers, which 
Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. 

26 And Joshua adjured them at 
that time, saying, Cursed be the man 
before the Lord, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho; he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in hiB 
first-born, and in his youngest son 
shall he set up the gates of it. 

27 So the Lord was with Joshua; 
and his fame was noised throughout 
all the oountry. 

CHAPTER VTT. 

The Israelites smitten — Joshua*! complaint 
God instrueteth him what to do—Ackan u 
taken by the lot and destroyed, 

UT the children of Israel com¬ 
mitted a trespass in the acurscd 
thing; for Aohan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of 
the tribe of Judah, took of the ao- 
oursed thing; and the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

2 And Joshua sent men from Jeri- 
oho to Ai, whioh is beside Beth-aven, 
on the east side of Beth el, and spake 
unto them, saying, Qo up and view 
the oountry. And the men went up 
and viewed Ai. 

3 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people 
go up; but let about two or three 
thousand men go up and smite Ai; 


and make not all the people tc labour 
thither; for they are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men; 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 

5 And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men ; for they 
chased them from before the gate 
even unto Shebarim, and smote them 
in the going down; wherefore the 
hearts of the people melted, aud be- 
oame as water. 

6 And Joshua rent his clothes, and 
fell to the earth upon his face before 
the ark of the Lord until the eventide, 
he and the elders of Israel, and put 
dust upon tbeir heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, 0 Lord 
God, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into the hand of the Amor- 
ites, to destroy ue ? would to God we 
had been content, and dwelt on the 
other side Jordan! 

8 0 Lord, what shall I say, when 
Israel turneth their books before 
their enemies! 

9 For the Canaanites and all the 
inhabitants of the land shall hear of 
it, and Bhall environ us round, and 
cut off our name from the earth ; and 
what wilt thou do unto thy great 
name ? 

10 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Get thee up; wherefore liest thou 
thus upon thy face? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they 
have also transgressed my covenant 
whioh I commanded them ; for they 
have even taken of the accursed thing, 
and have also stolen, and dissembled 
also, and they have put it even among 
their own stuff. 

12 Therefore the ohildren of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but tnrned their backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed; 
neither will I be with you any more, 
exoept ye destroy the aooursed from 
among yon. 

13 Up, sanotify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to-mor¬ 
row; for thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, There is an aooursed thing in 
the midst of thee, 0 Israel; thou 
oanst not stand before thine enemies, 
until ye take away the accursed thing 
from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye 
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•hall be brought according to your 
tribes ; and it shall be, that the tribe 
which the Lord taketh shall come 
according to the families thereof; 
and the family which the Lord shall 
take shall come by households; and 
the household which the Lord shall 
take Bhall come man by man. 

15 And it shall he, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that he 
hath; because he hath transgressed 
the covenant of the Lord, and because 
he hath wrought folly in Israel. 

10 So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
tribes; and the tribe of Judah was 
taken ; 

IT And he brought the family of 
Judah; and he took the family of 
the Zarhites; and he brought the 
family of the Zarhites man by man ; 
and Zabdi was taken; 

18 And he brought bis household 
man by man ; and Acban, the son of 
Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, was 
taken. 

19 And Joshua said unto Aohan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to 
the Lord God of Israel, and mako 
confession unto him ; and tell mo now 
what thou hast done; hido it not 
from me. 

20 And Aohan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed I have sinned 
against tbe Lord Qod of Israel, and 
thus and thus have I done; 

21 Whon I saw among the spoils a 
goodly Babylonish garment, and two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shekels weight, then I 
ooveted them, and took them ; and, 
behold, thoy arc hid in the earth in 
the midst of my tent, and the silver 
under it. 

22 So Joshua sent messengers, and 
they ran unto the tent; and, behold, 
it was hid in his toot, and the silver 
under it. 

23 And they took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought them 
unto Joshua, and unto all the children 
of Israel, and laid them out before 
tbe Lord. 

24 And Joshua, and all Israel with 
him, took Aohan the son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the garment, and 
the wedge of gold, and his sons, and 


his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, and his sheep, and hie tent, and 
all that he had; and they brought 
them unto the valley of Achor. 

25 And Josbna said, Why hast 
thou troubled ue 7 the Lord shall 
trouble thee this day. And all Israel 
stoned him with stones, and burned 
them with fire, after they had stoned 
them with stones. 

20 And they raised over him a great 
heap of stones unto this day. Bo the 
Lord turned from the fieroeness of 
his anger. Wherefore the name of 
that place was called, The valley of 
Achor, unto this day. 

CHAPTER VIIL 

God mcourageth Joshua — Ai tak e n An 

aUar built —TV law on stona—Bleswings 

and cursings. 

ND the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Fear not, neither be thou dis¬ 
mayed ; take all the people of war 
with thee, and arise, go up to Ai; 
see, I have given into thy nand the 
king of Ai, and his people, and his 
oity, and his land; 

2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her 
king as thou didst unto Jerioho and 
her king; only the spoil thereof, and 
the oattle thereof, Bhall ye take for a 
prey unto yourselves ; lay thee an 
ambush for the oity behind it. 

3 Bo Joshua arose, and all the people 
of war, to go up against Ai; and 
Joshua ohose out thirty thousand 
mighty men of valour, and sent them 
away by night. 

4 And ho commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye Bhall lie in wait against 
the city, even behind the oity ; go not 
very far from the oity, but be ye all 
ready; 

5 And I, and all the people that are 
with me, will approach unto the oity ; 
and it shall come to pass, when they 
come out against ub, as at the first, 
that wo will flee before them. 

0 (For they will come out after us,) 
till we have drawn them from the 
oity; for they will say, They flee 
before qb, as at tbe first; therefore 
we will flee bofore thorn. 

T Then ye shall rise up from the 
ambush, and soize upon toe oity ; for 
the Lord your God will deliver it into 
your hand. 

8 And it shall he, when ye have 
taken tbe oity, that ye shall set the 
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city on Are; according to the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord shall ye do. 
See, I have commanded you. 

9 JoBhua therefore sent them forth ; 
and thoy went to lie in ambush ; and 
ahode between Beth-el and Ai, on 
the weBt side of Ai; but Joshua 
lodged that night among tho poople. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people, 
aud went up, he and the elders of 
Israel, hefore tho people to Ai. 

11 And all the people, even the 
people of war that were with him, 
went up, and drew nigh, and came 
hefore the city, and pitched on the 
north side of Ai; now there was a 
valley between them and Ai. 

12 And he took about Qve thousand 
men, and Bet them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the 
people, even all the host that was on 
the north of the city, and their liers 
in wait on the west of the city, Joshua 
went that night into the midst of the 
valley. 

14 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw it, that they hasted 
and rose up early, and the men of 
the city went out agaiost Israol to 
battle, he aud all hie people, at a 
time appointed, before the plain; but 
he wist not that there were liers in 
ambush against him behind the city. 

16 And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled hy the way of the wilder¬ 
ness. 

16 And all the people that were in 
Ai were called together to pursue 
after them; and they pursued after 
Joshua, and were drawn away from 
the city. 

17 And there was not a man left in 
Ai or Beth-el, that wont not out after 
Israel; and they left the city open, 
and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that is in thy 
hand toward Ai; for I will give it into 
thine hand. And Joshua stretched 
out the spear that he had iu his hand 
toward the city. 

19 And the ambush arose quiokly 
out of their place, and they ran as 
soon as he had stretched out his 
hand: and thev entered into the 


city, and took it, and hasted and set 
the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of Ai looked 
hehind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended np to 
heaven, and they had no power to 
flee this way or that way ; and the 
people that fled to the wilderness 
turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, 
and slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of th« 
city against them ; so they were in 
the midst of Israel, some on this side, 
and some on that side; and they 
smote them, so that they let none of 
them remain or escape. 

23 And the king of Ai they took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it camo to pass, when Israel 
had made an end of Blaying all the 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the 
wilderness wherein they chased them, 
and when they were all fallen on the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all tho Israelites re¬ 
turned unto Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
wore twelvo thousand, even all the 
men of Ai. 

26 For Joshua drew not his hand 
back, wherewith he stretched ont the 
spear, until he had utterly destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of 
that city Israol took for a prey unto 
themsolves, according unto the word 
of the Lord which he commanded 
Joshua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
it a heap for ever, even a desolation 
unto this day. 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged 
on a tree until eventide ; and as soon 
as the sun was down, Joshua oom- 
mnnded that they should take his 
carcass down from the tree, and cast 
it at the entering of the gate of the 
city, and raise thereon a great heap 
of stones, that remaineth unto this 
day. 

30 Then Joshua built an altar unto 
the Lord God of Israel in mount Ebal, 

31 As Moses the servant of the 
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Lord commanded the children of 
Israel, as it is written in tho book of 
the law of Moses, an altar of whole 
stones, over which no man hath lifted 
op any iron ; and they offered there¬ 
on burnt offerings unto tho Lord, and 
sacrificed peace offerings. 

32 And ue wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wroto in the presence of 
Lhc children of Israel. 

33 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and offioors, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that side 
before the priestB the Lcvites, which 
bare the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, as well tho stranger, as he that 
was born among them ; half of them 
over against mount Gorizim, and half 
of them over against mount Ebal; as 
Moses the servant of the Lord had 
commanded before, that they should 
bless tho people of Israol. 

34 And afterward he read all tho 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ¬ 
ten in the book of tho law. 

35 Tbcro was not a word of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua 
read not before all tho congregation 
of Israel, with the women, and the 
little ones, and the strangors that 
woro conversant among them. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The king* combine against Jrrael—The Oi- 

he/mites condemned to perpetual bandage. 
ND it came to pass, when all the 
kings which were on this side 
Jordan, in the hills, and in the val¬ 
leys, and in all the ooasts of the 
great sea over against Lebanon, the 
Ilittile, and the Amorite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzito, the Uivite, 
and tho JehuBile, heard thereof; 

2 That they gathered themselves 
together,* to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one accord. 

3 And when the inhabitants of Gi- 
beon heard what Joshua had done 
onto Jericho and to Ai, 

4 They did work wilily, and went 
and made as if they had been ambas¬ 
sadors, and took old sacks upon their 
asses, and wine bottles, old, and rent, 
and bound up; 

5 And old shoos and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon 
them ; and all the bread of their pro¬ 
vision was dry and mouldy. 


6 And they went to Joshua unto 
tho camp at Gilgal, and said unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We be 
come from a far country; now there¬ 
fore make ye a league with us. 

7 And tho men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make a 
league with you ? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We 
are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye ? 

0 And they said unto him, From a 
very far country thy servants are 
come, because of the name of the 
Lord thy God; for we have heard 
the fame of him, and all that he did 
in Egypt, 

10 And all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were be¬ 
yond Jordan, to Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, and to Og king of Bazhan, which 
was at Ashtaroth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and all the 
inhabitants of our country spake to 
us, saying, Tako victuals with you 
for the journey, and go to meet them, 
and say unto thorn, We are your ser¬ 
vants; therefore now make ye a 
league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for 
our provision out of our houses on the 
day we oaoie forth to go unto yon; 
but now, behold, it Is dry, and it is 
mouldy; 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, 
they ho rent; and these oor garments 
and our shoes are beoome old by 
reason of the very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their vic¬ 
tuals, and asked not oounsel at the 
mouth of the Lord. 

15 And Joshua made peace with 
them, and make a league with them, 
to let them live; and the prinoes of 
the congregation sware unto them. 

16 And it oame to pass at the end 
of three days after they had *nade a 
loague with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel jour¬ 
neyed, and oame unto their oities on 
the third day. Now their cities were 
Giheon, and Chephirah, and Bee rot h, 
and Kirjath-jeanm. 

18 And the ohildren of Israel smoti 
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them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had Bworn unto them 
by the Lord God of Israel. And all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. 

10 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We have sworn 
unto them by the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael ; now therefore we may not 
touch them. 

20 This wo will do to them ; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be 
upon us, because of the oath which 
wo sware unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live; but let Ibem be hew¬ 
ers of wood and drawers of water 
unto all the congregation; as the 
princes had promised them. 

22 And Joshua called for them, and 
he spake unto them, saying, Where¬ 
fore have ye beguiled us, saying, We 
are very far from you; when ye dwell 
among us ? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, and 
there shall none of you be freed from 
being bondmen, and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the house 
of my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
said, Because it was certainly told thy 
servants, how that the Lord thy God 
commanded his servant Moses to give 
you all the land, and to destroy all 
the inhabitants of the land from be¬ 
fore you, therefore we were sore afraid 
of our lives because of yon, and have 
done this thing. 

25 And now, behold, we are in thine 
hand; as it seemeth good and right 
unto thee to do nnto ns, do. 

26 And so did he nnto them, and 
delivered them oat of the hand of 
the children of Israel, that they slew 
them not. 

27 And Joshna made them that day 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for th# congregation, and for the altar 
of the Lord, even nnto this day, in the 
place which he Bhould ohooee. 

CHAPTER X. 

War against Gibeon—Joshua rescueth it — 
God fightfth against them—The run and 
moan stand still. 

OW it came to pass, when Adoni- 
cedek king of Jerusalem had 
heard how Joshna had taken Ai, and 
had utterly destroyed it; as he had 
dona to Jerioho and her king, so be 


had done to Ai and her king; and how 
the inhabitants of Gibeon had made 
peace with Israel, and were among 
them; 

2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was a great city, as one of the 
royal cities, and because it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were 
mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedek king of 
Jerusalem sent nnto Hoham king of 
Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jar- 
muth, and nnto Japhia king of La- 
chish, and nnto Debir king of Eglon 
saying, 

4 Come np unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon ; for it hath 
made peace with Joshua and with the 
children of Israel. 

5 Therefore the five kings of tbe 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth. 
tbe king of Lachish, the king of Eg¬ 
lon, gathered themselves together, and 
went up, they and all their hosts, and 
encamped before Gibeon, and made 
war against it. 

6 And the men of Gibeon sent unto 
Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying, 
Slack not tby hand from thy servants; 
come up to ns qnickly, and save us, 
and help us; for all the kings of the 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 

7 So Joshna ascended from Gilgal, 
he, and all the people of war with him, 
and all the mighty men of valonr. 

8 And the Lord said nnto Joshua, 
Fear them not; for I have delivered 
thorn into thine hand ; there shall not 
a man of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshna therefore came nnto them 
suddenly, and went up from Gilgal 
all night. 

10 And the Lord discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them' with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and chased 
them along the way that goeth np 
to Beth-horon, and smote them to 
Azekah, and unto Makkedab. 

11 And it oame to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Beth-horon, that the 
Lord oast down groat stones from 
heayen upon them unto Azekah, and 
they died; they were more which died 
with hailstones than they whom the 
ohildren of Israel slew with the sword. 

12 Then spake Joshna to the Lord 
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in lhe day when the Lord delivered 
uji thu Amoritcs before tho children 
of Israel, and he said in the sight of 
Israel, Sun, stand thou still upon 
Gibeon; nod thou, Moon, in the valley 
of Ajnlon. 

13 And the bud stood still, and the 
moon stayed, uDtil the people had 
avenged themselves npon their ene¬ 
mies. Is not this written in the book 
of Jaslior? So the sun Btood still in 
the midst of heaven, and hasted not 
to go down ahout a whole day. 

14 And there was no day like that 
befbre it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened unto tho voice of a man ; 
for the Lord fought for Israel. 

15 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the oamp to 
Gilgal. 

10 Bat those five kings tied, and hid 
themselves in a cave at Makkedah. 

17 And it waB told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a cavo 
at Makkedah. 

18 And Joshua said. Roll great stones 
upon the mouth of the cave, and set 
men by it for to keep them; 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue after 
your enomies, and smite the hindmost 
of thorn ; suffer them not to onlcr into 
their cities; for tho Lord your God 
hath delivered them into your hand. 
‘20 And it came to paBS, when Joshua 
and the children of Israel hud made 
an end of slaying them with a very 
great slaughter, till they were con¬ 
sumed, that the rest which remained 
of them entered into fencod cities. 

21 And all tho people returned to 
the camp to Joshua at Mukkodab in 
peaoo; none moved his tongue against 
any of tho children of Israel. 

22 Thon said Joshua, Open thu mouth 
of the oavo, and bring out those five 
kings unto mo out of the cave. 

23 And thoy did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the 
oave, the king of Jerusalem, tho king 
of IlebroD, the king of Jarmuth, the 
king of Lachish, and the king of 
Eglcn. 

24 And it came to pass, when thoy 
brought out those kings unto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which went with him, 
Come near, put your foot upon the 
nooks of these kings. And they came 
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near, and put their feet upon the 
necks of them. 

25 And Joshua said unto them, Fear 
not, nor bo dismayed, be strong and 
of good courage; for thus shall the 
Lord do to all your enemies against 
whom ye fight. 

20 And afterward Joshua smote 
them, and slew them, and hanged 
them on five trees; and thoy were 
hanging upon the trees until the even¬ 
ing. 

27 And it camo to pass at the time 
of the going down of tho sun, that 
Joshna commanded, and they took 
them down off tho trees, and cast 
them into the cave wherein they had 
been hid, and laid great stones in the 
cave's mouth, which remain until this 
very day. 

28 And that day Joshua took Mak¬ 
kedah, and smote it with the edge of 
the sword, and the king thereof he 
utterly destroyed, them, and all the 
souls that were therein; he let none 
remain; and he did to the king of 
Makkedah as he did onto the king 
of Jericho. 

29 Then Joshna passed from Mak¬ 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Libnah, and fought against Libnah; 

30 And the Lord delivered it also, 
and tbe king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel; and he emote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the aonls 
that were therein; he let none remain 
in it; but did unto the king thereof 
as he did unto the king of Jerioho. 

31 And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and all Israel witn him, onto LachiBh, 
and encamped against it, and fought 
againBt it; 

32 And the Lord delivered Laohlsh 
into the hand of Israel, whioh took it 
on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the 
souls that were therein, according to 
all that he had done to Libnah. 

33 Then Iloram king of Geier came 
up to help Lachish; and Joshua emote 
him and his people, anti! he had left 
him none remaining. 

34 And from Lachish Joshna passed 
□nto Eglon, and all Israel with him; 
and thoy encamped against it, and 

I fought against it; 

I 35 And they took It on that day, 
and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that were 
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therein ho utterly destroyed that day, 
according to all that ho had done to 
Lachiah. 

36 And Joehua went up from Kg- 
lon, and all Israel with him, unto 
HehroD ; and they fought against it; 

37 And they took it, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the oitica there¬ 
of, and all the aoula that were there¬ 
in ; he left none remaining, according 
to all that he had dono to Eglon ; hut 
destroyed it utterly, and all the aoula 
that wero therein. 

38 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and fought 
against it; 

39 And he took it, and tho king 
thereof, and all tho cities thereof; 
and they amolo them with the edge 
of the aword, and utterly destroyed 
all the souls that were therein ; be 
left none remaining; as he had done 
to Hebron, so he did to Dehir, and 
to the king thereof; as ho had dono 
also to Libnah, and to her king. 

40 So Joshua smoto all the country 
of the hills, and of the south, and 
of the vale, and of the springs, and 
all their kings ; he left none remain¬ 
ing, but uttorly destroyed all that 
hreathed, as tho Lord God of Israel 
commanded. 

41 And Joshua smoto them from 
Kadesh-harnea even unto Gaza, and 
all the country of Goshen, even unto 
Gibeon. 

4 2 And all these kings and their 
land did Joshua take at one time, 
because the Lord God of Israel 
fought for Israel. 

43 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the camp to 
Gilgal. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Divert kings overcame—Haror u taken and 
burnt — A U the country taken by Joshua — 
The Jnakim cut off. 

ND it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard those 
things, that he sent to Jobab king of 
Madon, and to the king of Shimron, 
and to the king of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the 
plains south of Chinneroth, and in 
the valley, and In the borders of Dor 
on the west, 

I And to the Cana&nite on the east 


and on the west, and to the Amorite, 
and the Hittite, and the Periziite, 
and the Jchusite in the mountains, 
and to the Hivite under Hermon in 
the land of Mizpeh. 

4 And they went out, they and all 
their hosts with them, muoh people, 
even as the sand that is upon the 
sea-shore in multitude, with horsei 
and chariots very many. 

5 And when all these kings were 
met together, they came and pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to 
fight against Israel. 

6 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Be not afraid because of them; for 
to-morrow about this time will I de¬ 
liver them up all slain before Israel; 
thou shall hough their horses, and 
burn their chariots with fire. 

7 So Joshua came, and all the peo¬ 
ple of war with him, against them by 
the waters of Merom suddenly; and 
they fell upon them. 

8 And the Lord delivered them 
into^ the hand of Israel, who smote 
them, and chased them unto great 
Zidon, and unto Misrephoth-maim, 
and unto the valley of Mizpeh east¬ 
ward ; and they smote them, until 
they loft them none remaining. 

9 And Joshua did unto them at 
tho Lord bade him ; be houghed their 
horseB, and burnt their chariots with 
fire. 

10 And JoBhua at that time turned 
back, and took Hazor, and smote the 
king thereof with the sword; for 
Hazor beforetime was the head of all 
those kingdoms. 

11 And they smote all the souls 
that were therein with the edge of 
the sword, utterly destroying them; 
there was not any left to breathe; 
and he burnt Hazor with fire. 

12 And all the oities of those kings, 
and all the kings of them, did Joshua 
take, and smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and ho utterly destroy¬ 
ed them, as Moses the servant of the 
Lord commanded. 

13 But as for the oi ties that stood 
still in their strength, Israel burned 
none of thorn, save Hazor only; that 
did Joshua bum. 

14 And all the spoil of these oities, 
and the oattle, the children of Israel 
took for a prey onto themselves; but 
every man they smote with the ed*r* 
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of the sword, until they had de- 
itroyed them, neither left they any to 
breathe. 

16 As the Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses his servant, bo did Moses com¬ 
mand Joshua, and so did Joshua; he 
left nothing undone of all that the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hills, and all the south country, and 
all the land of Goshen, and tho val¬ 
ley, aod tho plain, and the mountain 
of Israel, aDa the valley of the same ; 

17 Even from the mount Halak, 
that goeth up to Scir, even unto 
Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon 
under mount Hermon ; and all their 
kingB ho took, and emote them, and 
slew them. 

16 Joshua mado war a long time 
with all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, 
save the Hivitcs the inhabitants of 
Gibcon; all other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the Lord to de¬ 
stroy them utterly, because they 
hardened their hcartB, that they 
should como against Israel in battle; 
that they might have no favour, that 
they might destroy them in battle, as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

21 And at that time came Joshua, 
and cut off the Anakim from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from Debir, 
from Anab, and from all the moun¬ 
tains of Judah, and from all the 
mountains of iBraol; Joshua destroy¬ 
ed them utterly with their cities. 

22 There was nono of the Auakim 
loft iu the land of the children of Is¬ 
rael ; only in Gaxa, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, thero remained. 

23 So Joshua took the whole land, 
aooording to all that the Lord said 
unto Moses; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel aooording 
to their divisions by their tribeB. 
And the land roBtcd from war. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Tht ft oo kings taken by Moses—The one and 
thirty kings which Joshua emote. 

OW these arc tho kings of the 
land, whioh the children of Is¬ 
rael smoto, and possessed their land 
on the other side Jordan toward tho 
rising of tho Bun, from tho river Ar- 
oon unto mount Hermon, and all the 
plain on the east; 


2 Sibon king of the Amorites, wh* 
dwelt in Heshbon, and ruled from 
Aroer, which is upon the bank of the 
river Arnon, and from the middle of 
the river, and from half Gilead, even 
unto the river Jabbok, which is the 
border of the children of Ammon ; 

3 And from the plain to the sea of 
Chinneroth on the cast, and unto the 
sea of the plain, even the salt sea on 
the east, the way to Beth-jcshimoth; 
and from the south, under Ashdoth- 
pisgah; 

4 And the coast of Og king of 
Bashan, which was of the remnant 
of the giants, that dwelt at Ashta- 
roth and at Edrei, 

6 And reigned in mount Hermon, 
and in Salcah, and in all Bashan, 
unto the border of the Geshnrites and 
the Maachathites, and half Gilead, 
the border of Sihon king of Heshbon. 

6 Them did Moses the servant of 
the Lord and tho children of Israel 
smite; and Moses the servant of the 
Lord gave it for a possession unto the 
Rcuhcnites, and the Gaditcs, and the 
half tribe of Manaeseh ; 

7 And these are the kings of the 
country which Joshua and the chil¬ 
dren of Israel smote on this side Jor¬ 
dan on the west, from Baal-gad in 
the valley of Lebanon even unto the 
mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir; 
which Joshua gave unto the tribes of 
Israel for a possession according to 
their divisions; 

8 In the mountains, and in the val¬ 
leys, and in the plains, and in the 
springs, aDd in the wilderness, and in 
the south country ; the Hittites, the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, the 
Pcrizzitcs, the Hivites, and the Jebn- 
siteB; 

9 The king of Jericho, one; the 
king of Ai, whioh is beside Beth-el, 
one; 

10 The king of Jerusalem, one; the 
king of Hebron, one; 

11 Tho king of Jannnth, one; the 
king of Laohish, one ; 

12 The king of Eglon,one; the king 
of Gczer one; 

13 The king of Debir, one ; the king 
of Gcdor, one; 

14 Tho king of normah, one; the 
king of Arad, one; 

15 The king of Libnnb, one; th« 
king of Adullam, one : 
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lfl The king of Makkedah, one; I 
the king of Bethel, one ; 

17 The king of Tappuah, one; the 
king of Ilepher, one ; 

IS Tbe king of Aphck, one; the king 
of Lasbaron, one. 

19 The king of Madon, ono; the 
king of Hazor, one ; 

20 The king of Shimron-raeron, one; 
the king of Achshaph, one; 

21 The king of Taanach, one; the 
king of Megiddo, one ; 

22 The king of Kedesh, one; tho 
king of Jokneam of Carmel, one ; 

23 The king of Dor in the coast of 
Dor, one; the king of the nations of 
Qilgal one; 

24 The king of Tirzah, one; all the 
kings thirty and one. 

CHAPTER XIIL 

Tht bounds of the lands nol yet conquered— The 
inheritance of the tribes —Balaam tlain. 
OW Joshua was old and stricken 
in years ; and the Lord said unto 
him, Thou art old and stricken in 
years, and there remaineth yet very 
much land to be possessed. 

2 This is the land that yet remain¬ 
eth; all the borders of the Philistines, 
and all Gcshuri, 

3 From Sihor, which is before Egypt, 
even unto the borders of Ekron north¬ 
ward, which is counted to the Canaan- 
ite; five lords of the Philistines ; the 
Gazathites, and tbe Ashdothites, tho 
Eshkalonites, the Gitites, and the 
Ekroniles ; also the Avites ; 

4 From tbe south, all the land of 
the Canaanites, and Mearah that is 
beside the Sidonians, unto Aphck, to 
the horders of the Amorites ; 

5 And the land of the Giblitos, and 
all Lebanon toward the sun-rising, 
from Baal-gad under mount llermon 
unto the entering into llamath. 

6 All tbe inhabitants of the hill 
oountry from Lobunon unto Misre- 
phoLh-maim, and all the Sidonians, 
them will I drive out before the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; only divide thou it by 
lot unto the Israelites for an inherit¬ 
ance, as I have commanded tbce. 

7 Now therefore divide this laud for 
an inheritance unto tbe nine tribes, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, 

8 WiLh whom iho Reubenites and 
the Gadites have received their in¬ 
heritance, which Moses gave them, 
beyond Jordan eastward, even as 


Moses the servant of the Lord gave 
them ; 

9 From Aroer. that is upon the 
bank of the river Arnon, and the 
city that is in the midst of the river, 
and all the plain of Mcdcba nnto 
Dibon ; 

10 And all the cities of Sihon king 
of the Amorites, which reigned in 
Ilcshbon, unto the border of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon: 

11 And Gilead, and the border of 
the Geshurites and Maachathitei, 
and all mtmnt llermon, and all 
Bashan unto Salcah; 

12 All the kingdom of Ogin Bashan, 
which reigned in Ashlaroth and in 
Edrei, who remained of the remnant 
of the giants; for these did Moses 
smite, and cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of 
Israel expelled not the Geshurites, 
nor the Mnachathites; but the 
Geshurites and the Maachathites 
dwell among the Israelites until this 
day. 

14 Only unto the tribe of Levi he 
gave none inheritance : the sacrifices 
of the Lord God of Israel made hy 
fire are their inheritance, as he said 
unto them. 

15 And Moses gave unto the trihe 
of the children of Reuben inheritance 
according to their families. 

16 And their coast was from Aroei, 
that ia on the hank of the river Ar- 
non, and the city that is in the mid9l 
of tho river, and all the plain by 
Medeba; 

17 Ueshhon, and all her cities that 
are in the plain ; Dibon, and Bamoth- 
haal, and Beth-baal-mcon, 

18 And Jabaza, and Kcdemoth, and 
Meph&ath, 

19 And Kiriathaim, and Sihmah, 
and Zareth-shahar in the mount of 
the valley, 

20 Ami Beth-peor, and Asbdoth- 
pisgab, and Bcth-jcshimoth, 

21 And all tbe cities of (be plaiL, 
and all tho kingdom of Sibon king 
of the Amorites, which reigned in 
ileshbon, whom Moses siuote with 
tho princes of Midian, Evi, and 
Rekcin, and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, 
which were dukes of Sihon, dwelling 
in tho country. 

22 Balaam also the eon of Beor, the 
soothsayer, did the children of Israel 
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slay with the sword among them that 
were slain by them. 

23 And the border of the children 
of Reuben was Jordan, and the bor¬ 
der thereof. This was the inherit¬ 
ance of the children of Reubcu alter 
their families, tho cities and the vil¬ 
lages thereof. 

24 And Moses gave inheritance 
onto the 1 ribe of Gad, even unto the 
children of Gad, according to thoir 
families. 

25 And their coast was Jazer, and 
all tho cities of Gilead, and half the 
land of tho children of Ammon, unto 
Arocr that is before Rabbah ; 

26 And from Iioshbon unto Ramath- 
mizpch, and Dctonim ; and from Ma- 
hanaiin unto tiio border of Dchir ; 

27 And in tho valley, Bcth-aram, 
sad liclh-nimrah, and Succoth, and 
Zaplion, the rest of tbo kingdom of 
Silion king of Ilcshbon, Jordan and 
his border, even unto tho edge of the 
sea of (Jhinncrcth on tho other sido 
Jordan onstward. 

28 This is the inheritance of tho 
children of Gad after their families, 
the cities, and their villages. 

29 And Mosos gave inheritance unto 
the half tribe of Manasscb ; and this 
was the possession of the half tribe 
of tho children of Manasseh by thoir 
familios. 

30 And thoir coast was from Ma- 
h an aim, all Basban, all the kingdom 
of Og king of Basban, and all tho 
towns of Jair, which are in Bashan, 
three-soore oities; 

31 And half Giload, and Ashtaroth, 
and Edrci, oities of the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan, wore pertaining unto 
the ohildren of Maohir tho son of 
Manasseh, even to tho one half of 
the ohildren of Maohir by thoir 
families. 

32 Thoso are tho countries which 
Mosos did distribute for inheritance 
in the plains of Moab, on the other 
•ido Jordan, by Jericho, eastward. 

33 But unto tho tribo of Levi Moses 
gavo not any inhoritanco; the Lord 
God of Israel was thoir inhoritance, 
as he said unto them. 

C1IAPTKR XIV. 

Tht nine tribei/ anti a half to have their in¬ 
heritance by U)t—(\ilsb obtaineth Hebron, 
ND these are the countries which 
tho children of Israel inherited I 


in the land of Canaan, which Eleaa&r 
the priest, and Joshua the eon of 
Nun, and the heads of tho fathers of 
tho tribes of the children of Israel, 
distributed for inheritance to them. 

2 By lot was their inheritance, as 
the Lord commanded by the hand of 
Moses, for the nine tribes, aud for 
the half tribe. 

3 For Moses had given the inherit¬ 
ance of two tribes and a half tribe on 
tho other side Jordan ; but unto the 
Lcvites he gave none inheritance 
among them. 

4 For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manasseh and Ephraiiu; 
therefore they gave no part unto the 
Lcvites in the land, save cities to 
dwell in, with their suburbs for their 
cattle and for their substance. 

5 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. 

fl Then the ohildren of Judah came 
unto Joshua in Gilgal; and Caleb 
the son of Jcphunneh tbe Kenczite 
said unto him, Thou knowest the 
thing that the Lord said unto Mosos 
the man of God concerning mo and 
thcc in Kadesh-barnea. 

7 Forty years old was I when Mosoe 
the servant of the Lord sent mo from 
Kadosh-harnoa to espy out the laud; 
and I brought him word again as it 
was in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless my brethren that 
went up with mo made the heart of 
tho peoplo melt; but I wholly followed 
the Lord my God. 

9 And Mobos sware on that day, 
saying, Surely the land wheroon thy 
feet have trodden Bhall be Lhine in¬ 
heritance, and thy children's forever, 
because thou hast wholly followed 
tho Lord my God. 

11) And now, hohold, the Lord hath 
kept me alive, as ho said, theso forty 
and Dve yoars, even sineo the Lord 
spake this word unto Mosos, while 
the ohildren of Israel wandered in 
the wildornoss; and now, lo, I am 
this day four-score and five years 
old. * 

11 As yet I am as strong this day 
as I was in the day that Moses sent 
mo; as my strength was thon, even 
bo is my strength now, for war, both 
to go out, and to oorno in. 

12 Now therefore give me this 
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mountain, whereof the Lord spake in 
that day ; for thou heardest in that 
day how the Anakim were there, and 
that the cities were great and fenced ; 
if so bo the Lord will be with roe, 
then I shall bo able to drive them 
out, as the Lord said. 

13 And Joshua blessed him, and 
gave unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh 
Hebron for an inheritance. 

14 Ilebron therefore became the 1 
inheritance of Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh the Kenezite unto this 
day ; because that he wholly followed 
the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the name of Hebron before 
wab Kirjath-arba; which Arha was a 
great man among the Anakim. And 
the land had rest from war. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The borders of the tot of Judah — Caleb's 
portion—The cities of Judah. 

IIIS then was the lot of the tribe 
of the children of Judah by their 
families ; even to the border of Edom 
the wilderness of Zin southward was 
the uttermost part of the south 
coast. 

2 And their south border was from 
the shore of the salt sea, from the 
hay that looketh southward; 

3 And it went out to tho south side 
to Maaleh-acrabbim, and passed along 
to Zin, and ascended up on the south 
side unto Kadesh-harnca, and passed 
along to Hezron, and went up to Adar, 
and fetohed a oompass to Karkaa; 

4 From thence it passed toward 
Azmon, and went out unto the river 
of Egypt; and the goings out of that 
coaBt were at the sea; this shall be 
your south coast. 

5 And the cwt border was the salt 
sea, even unto the end of Jordan. 
And their border in the north quarter 
was from the bay of the sea at the 
uttermost part of Jordan ; 

6 And the border went up to Beth- 
hogla, and passed along by the north 
of Beth-araoah ; and the border went 
up to the stone of Bohan the son of 
Reuhen; 

7 And the border wont up toward 
Dobir from the valley of Achor, and 
so northward, looking toward Qilgal, 
that is before the going up to Adum- 
mim, which is on the south side of 
the river; and the border passed 
toward the waters of En-shemesh, 


and the goings out thereof were at 
En-rogel; 

8 And the border went up by the 
valley of the son of Hinnoro unto the 
south side of the Jebusile; the same 
is Jerusalem ; and the border went 
up to tho top of the mountain that 
lieth before the valley of llinnoin 
westward, which is at the end of the 
valley of the giants northward; 

0 And the hordcr was drawn fr >m 
the top of the bill unto the fountain 
of the water of Ncphtoah, and went 
out to the cities of mount Ephroo ; 
and the border wa9 drawn to Baalah, 
which is Kirjath-jearim ; 

10 And tho border compassed from 
Baalah westward unto mount Seir, 
and passed along unto the side of 
mount Jcarira, which is Chesalon, on 
the north side, and went down to 
Beth-shemesh, and passed on to 
Tirnnah; 

11 And the border went out onto 
the side of Ekron northward; and 
Ihc-border was drawn to Shicron, and 
passed along to mount Baalah, and 
went out unto Jabneel; and the 
goings out of the border were at the 
sea. 

12 And the west border was to the 
great sea, and the coast thereof. This 
is the coast of the children of Judah 
round about according to their 
families. 

13 And unto Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh he gave a part among the 
children of Judah, according to tho 
commandment of the Lord to Joshua, 
even the city of Arba the father of 
Anak, which city is Hebron. 

14 And Caleb drove thence the 
three sons of Anak, Sheshai, and 
Ahiman, and Tnlmni, the children 
of Anak. 

15 And ho went up thence to the 
inhabitants of Debir ; and the name 
of Debir before was Kirjath-sepher. 

16 And Caleb 9aid, He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and Laketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to 
wife. 

17 And Otbniel the son of Kenac, 
the brothor of Caleb, took it; and he 
gavo him Aohsah his daughter to 
wife. 

IS And it came to pass, as she came 
unto him, that Bhe moved him to ask 
of her father a field ; and she lighted 
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off her ms ; and Caleb said unto her, I Mareshah j Dine cities with their 


What wouldest thou? 

19 Who answered, Give me a bless¬ 
ing; for thou hast given me a Bouth 
land; give mo also springs of water. 
And he gave her the upper springs, 
and the nether springs. 

20 This is the inheritance of tho 
tribe of the children of Judah 
according to their families. 

21 And the uttermost cities of tho 
tribe of the children of Judah toward 
the coaBt of Edom southward were 
Kahzecl, and Eder, and Jagur, 

22 And Kinah, and Dirnonah, and 
Adadah, 

23 And ICedesh, and Hnzor, and 
fthnan, 

24 Ziph, and Tclcm, and Bealoth, 

25 And llazor, Iladuttah, and Ko- 
rioth, and Hezron, which is llazor, 

26 Amain, aud Shoma, and Mola- 
dah, 

27 And Ilazar-gaddah, and llesh- 
mon, and Beth-palct, 

28 And Hazar-shual, and Bccr- 
shoba, and Bizjothjah, 

29 Baalah, and Iim, and Azem, 

30 And Eltolad, and Chesil, and 
Hormah, 

31 And Ziklng, and Madmannah, 
and SanHannah, 

32 And Lebaoth, and Shilhim, and 
Ain, and Rimmon ; all the cities are 
twenty and nine, with their villages; 

33 And in Lho valloy, Eshtaol, and 
Zorcah, and Ashnah, 

34 And Zanoah, and En-ganuim, 
Tappuah, and Enam, 

35 Jarinulh, and Adullam, Socoh, 
and Azcltah, 

36 And Sharuim, and Adithaim, and 
Gcdorah, and Goderothaim ; fourteen 
cities with their villages; 

37 Zcnan, and lliidashah, and Mig- 
dftl gad, 

38 And Dilcan, and Mizpoh, and 
Joktheul, 

39 Laohish, and Bozkath, and 
Eglon, 

40 And Cahhon, and Lahmam, and 
Kitblish, 

41 And Gederolh, Beth-dagon, and 
Naamah, and Makkcdah; sixteen 
cities with their villagos; 

42 Lihnah, and Ether, and Ashan, 

43 And Jiphtuh, and Ashnah, and 

Nezib, | 

44 And Kelluh, and Achzib, and I 


villages; 

45 Ekron, with her towns and her 
villages; 

46 From Ekron even unto the sea, 
all that Jay near Ashdod, with their 
villages; 

47 Ashdod, with her towns and her 
villages; Gaza, with her towns and 
her villages, unto the river of Egypt, 
and the great sea, and tho horaer 
thereof; 

48 And in the mountains, Shamir, 
and Jattir, and Socoh, 

49 And Dannah, and Rirjath-san- 
nah, which is Dcbir, 

50 And Anab, and Eshtemoh, and 
Anim, 

51 And Goshen, and llolon, and 
Giloh; eleven cities with their vil¬ 
lages ; 

52 Arab and Dumah, and Eshean, 

53 And Janum, and Beth-tappuah, 
and Aphckah, 

54 And Humt&h, and Kirjath-arba, 
which is Hebron and Zior; nine cities 
with their villages ; 

55 Maon, Carmel, and Ziph, and 
Juttah, 

56 And Jezreel, and Jokdeam, and 
Zanoah, 

57 Cain, Gibcah, and Timnah; ten 
oities with their villages; 

58 Halhul, Beth-zur, and Gedor, 

59 And Maarath, and Beth-anoth, 
and Eltekon; six cities with their 
villages ; 

60 Kirjath-haal, which is Kirjath- 
joarim, and Rabbah ; two cities with 
their villages; 

61 In tho wilderness, Bclh-arabah, 
Middin, and Sccacah, 

62 And Nihshan, and tho city of 
Salt, and Eu-gedi; six cities with 
tboir villages. 

83 As for tho Jebusitcs the inha¬ 
bitants of Jerusalem, tho children of 
Judah oould not drive them out; hut 
the Jobusitos dwell with tho chil¬ 
dren of Judah at Jerusalem unto Ihir 
day. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

The gtntral bordert of the sons of Joseph. 
ND the lot of tho children of Jo¬ 
seph fell from Jordan by Jericho, 
unto the wator of Jericho on the cast, 
to tho wilderness that goolh up from 
Jericho throughout mount Bctn-el, 

2 And goeth out from Both-el to 
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Lai, and passeth along onto the bor¬ 
der! of Archi to Ataroth, 

3 And goeth down westward to the 
eoaat of Japhlcti, unto the coaet of 
Beth-horon, the nother, and to Oczer; 
and tho goings out thereof arc at the 
sea. 

4 So the children of Joseph, Ma- 
nasaeh and Ephraim, took their in¬ 
heritance. 

5 And the border of the children 
of Ephraim according to their fami¬ 
lies was thus; even the border of 
their inheritance on the east side was 
Ataroth-addar, unto Beth-horon the 
upper; 

0 And the border went out toward 
the sea to Miohmethah on the north 
side; and the border went about east¬ 
ward nnto Toanath-shiloh, and passed 
by it on tho east to Janohah ; 

7 And it went down from Janohah 
to Ataroth, and to Naarath, and 
came to Jericho, and went ont at 
Jordan. 

8 The border went out from Tap- 
pnah westward nnto the river Kanan; 
and the goings out thereof were at 
the sea. This is the inheritance of 
tho tribe of the children of Ephraim 
by their families. 

9 And the separate cities for the 
ohildren of Ephraim were among the 
inheritance of the children of Ma- 
naeseh, all tho cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

10 And they drave not ont the Ca- 
naanites that dwelt in Qezer ; but the 
Can&anites dwell among the Ephraim- 
ites unto this day, and serve unto 
tribnte. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

The Lot of Manaesth — The. Oanaanitet not 
driven ouL 

HERE was also alot for the tribe 
of Manasseh; for he was the first¬ 
born of Joseph ; to wit, for Machir 
the first-born of Manosseh, the father 
of Gilead; because he was a man of 
war, therefore he bad Gilead and 
Basham 

2 There was also a lot for the rest 
of tho children of Manasseh by tbeir 
families ; for the children of Abiczer, 
and for the children of Hclck, and 
for the children of Asriel, and for tho 
children of Sbeohem, and for the 
children of Hcpher, and for the chil¬ 
dren of'Shcmida; these were the male 


children of Manasseh the son of Jo 
aeph by tbeir families. 

3 But Zelophchad, the eon of He 
pher, the son of Gilead, the son of 
Machir, the son of Manasseh. had no 
sons, hot daughters; and these are 
the namcB of his daughters, Mahlah, 
and Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and 
Tirzah. 

4 And they came near before Elca- 
zar the priest, and before Joshua the 
son of Nun, and before the princes, 
saying, The Lord commanded Mosci 
to give us an inheritance among oar 
brethren. Therefore, according to the 
commandment of the Lord, he gave 
them an inheritance among the bre¬ 
thren of their father. 

5 And there fell ten portions to Ma 
nasseh, besides the land of Gilead 
and Bashan, which were on the other 
side Jordan ; 

6 Bccanac the daughters of Manas- 
Bch had an inheritance among his 
sons; and the rest of Manassch ‘9 
sons had the land of Gilead. 

7 And the coast of Manasseh was 
from Asher to Miohmethah, that 
lieth before Shechcm ; and the bor¬ 
der went along on the right hand 
unto the inhabitants of En-tap- 
puah. 

8 Now Manasseh had the land of 
Tappuah; but Tappuah on the bor 
der of Manasseh belonged to the cbil 
dren of Ephraim ; 

9 And the coast descended unto 
the river Kannh, southward of the 
river: these cities of Ephraim are 
among the cities of Manasseh ; the 
coast of Manasseh also was on the 
north side of tho river, and the out¬ 
goings of it were at the sea; 

10 Southward it was Ephraim’s, and 
northward it was Manasseh’s, and the 
sea is bis border; and they met to 
gather in Asher on the north, and in 
Issachar on the east. 

11 And Manasseh bad in Issachar 
and in Asher Belh-shean and her 
towns, and Iblcam and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of En- 
dor and her towns, and the inhabit¬ 
ants of Tnanach and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of Mcgiddo and her 
towns, oven three countries. 

12 Yet the children of Manasseh 
could not drive out the inhabitants of 
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those citios; bat tho Canaamtes would 
dwell in that land. 

13 Tet it camo to pass, when the 
children of Israel were waxen strong, 
that they put tho Canaanites to tri- 
hute; but did not utterly drive them 
out. 

14 And the children of JoBcph spake 
onto Joshua, saying. Why hast thou 
given mo but one lot and one portion 
to inherit, seeing I am a great people, 
forasmuch as the Lord hath blessed 
me hitherto ? 

15 And Joshua answered them. If 
thou be a great people, then get thee 
up to the wood country, and cut 
down for tbysolf there in tho land 
of the Perizzites and of the giants, 
if mount Ephraim ho too narrow for 
theo. 

10 And the ohildrcn of Joseph said, 
Tho hill is not enough for us; and 
all the Canaanites that dwell in the 
land of the valley have chariots of 
iroD, both they who are of Beth- 
shoan and her towns, and they who 
aro of the valley of Jezrecl. 

17 And Joshua spake unto the house 
of Joseph, even to Ephraim and to 
Manasech, saying, Thou art a great 
people, and hast great power; thou 
shalt not have one lot only ; 

18 But the mountain shall bo thino; 
for it is a wood, and thou shalt out it 
down ; and the outgoings of it shall 
be thino; for thou shalt drive out tho 
Canaanites, though they have iron 
ohariots, and though they be strong. 

CMAPTKR XVIII. 

The tabernacle at Shiloh—Jnjthua divideth 
the remainder qf the land by lot— The 
lot qf Ba\jamin. 

ND the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel assembled 
together at Shiloh, and set up the 
tabernacle of tho congregation there; 
and tho land was subdued before 
them. 

2 And there remained among the 
children of Israel seven tribes, which 
had not yet received their inheritance. 

3 And Joshua said unto the children 
of Israol, How long aro ye slack to go 
to possess the land, which tho Lord 
Goa of your fathers hath givon you ? 

4 Give out from among you three 
men for each trilio; and I will Bend 
thorn, and they shall rise, and go 
through the land, and doscribe it ao- 


oording to the inheritance of them ; 
and they shall come again to me. 

5 And they shall divide it into seven 
parts; Judah shall abide in their 
coast on the south, and the house of 
Joseph shall abide in their coasts od 
the north. 

0 Vo shall therefore describe the 
land into seven parts, and bring the 
description hither to me, that I may 
ca9t lota for you here before the Lord 
our God. 

7 But the Levites have no part 
among you; for the priesthood of 
the Lord is their inheritance; and 
Gad, and Ilcubcn, and half the tribo 
of Manassch, have received their in¬ 
heritance beyond Jordan on the east, 
which Mo6os the servant of the Lord 
gavo them. 

8 And the men arose, and went 
away; and Joshua charged them 
that went to dcsoribe the land, say¬ 
ing, Go and walk through the land, 
and describe it, and come again to 
mo, that I may here cast lots for yoo 
beforo the Lord in Shiloh. 

9 And the meo went and passed 
through the laud, and described it by 
citieH into seven parts in a book, and 
came again to Joshua to tho host at 
Shiloh. 

10 Aod Joshua oast lots for them 
in Shiloh before the Lord ; and there 
Joshua divided the land unto tho 
children of Israel aooording to their 
divisions. 

11 And tho lot of the tribe of I lie 
children of Benjamin came up lie 
cording to their families; and tlu 
coast of their lot came forth between 
the children of Judah and the chil¬ 
dren of Joseph. 

12 And their border on the north 
side was from Jordan ; and the bor¬ 
der went up to the side of Jericho on 
the north side, and went up through 
the mountains westward; and the 
goingB out thereof were at the wil¬ 
derness of Betb-aveo. 

13 And tho bordor went over from 
thenoc toward Luz, to tho side of 
Luz, whiob is Bcth-cl, southward; 
and the border descended to Ataroth- 
adar, near the hill that licth on the 
south side of the nether Bctb-horon. 

14 And tho hordcr was drawn thonce, 
and compABsod the corner of the 
sea southward, from the hill that 
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lieth before Beth-horon southward; 
and the goings out thereof were at 
Kirjah-baal, which is Kirjath-jearim, 
a city of the children of Judah; this 
was the west quarter. 

15 And the south quarter was from 
the end of Kirjalb-jcarim, and the 
border wont oat on the west, and 
went out to the well of waters of 
Nephtoah. 

16 And the border came down to 
the end of the mountain that lieth 
before the valley of the son of Hin- 
nom, and which is the valley of the 
giants on the north, and descended to 
the valley of Hinnom, to the side of , 
Jebusi on the south, and descended 
to En-rogel, 

17 And was drawn from the north, 
and went forth to En-sbemesh, and 
went forth toward Gelilotb, which is 
over against the going up of Adum- 
mim, and descended to tne stone of 
Bohan the son of Reuben, 

18 And passed along toward the 
side over -against Arabah northward, 
and went down unto Arabah ; 

19 And the bordor passed along to 
the side of Beth-hogfah northward; 
and the outgoings of the border were 
at the north bay of the salt sea at the 
south end of Jordan; this was the 
south coast. 

20 And Jordan was the border of it 
on the east side. This was the in¬ 
heritance of the children of Benjamin, 
by the coasts thereof round about, 
according to their families. 

21 Now the oities of the tribe of tho 
ohildrcn of Benjamin according to 
their families were Jcrioho, and Bctb- 
hoglah, and the valley of Keziz, 

22 And Belh-arabah, and Zema- 
rftim, and Beth-el, 

23 And Avim, and Parah, and 
Ophrah, 

24 And Chephar-haammonai, and 
Ophni, and Gaba ; twelve cities with 
their villages; 

25 Gibeon, and Raraah, aud Bee- 
roth, 

26 And Mizpch, and Chephirah, and 
Mozah, 

27 And ltckem, and Irpeel, and 
Taralah, 

28 And Zclah, Elcph, and Jubuei, 
whioh is Jerusalem, Gibeath, and 
Kirjath; fourteen oities with their 
villages. This is the inheritance of 


tho children of Benjamin according 
to their families. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Thf, lot of Simeon, of Zebuitm, of Iasachar, 
of A aher, of NaphtaU, of Dan, and of 
Joshua. 

ND the second lot came forth to 
Simeon, even for the tribe of the 
children of Simeon according to their 
families; and their inheritance was 
within the inheritance of the children 
of Judah. 

2 And they had in their inheritance 
Bccr-sheba, or Sheba, and Moladah, 

3 And Hazar-shual, and Balah, and 
Azem, 

4 And Eltolad, and Bcth-al, and 
Ilormah, 

5 And Ziklag, and Bcfh-raarcaboth, 
and Hazar-snsah, 

6 And Beth-lebaoth, and Shamhen; 
thirteen oities and their villages; 

7 Ain, Remmon, and Ether, and 
Ashan ; four cities and their villages. 

8 And all the villages that were 
round about these oities to Baalath 
beer, Ramath of the sooth. This is 
the inheritance of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon according to their 
families. 

9 Out of the portion of the children 
of Judah was the inheritance of tbe 
children of Simeon; for the part of 
the children of Jndah was too much 
for them ; therefore the children of 
Simeon had their inheritance within 
the inheritance of them. 

10 And the third lot oame np for 
the children of Zebalun according to 
their families; and the horderof their 
inheritance was unto Sarid; 

11 And their border went np to¬ 
ward the sea, and Maralah, and 
reached to Dabbasheth, and reached 
to tho river that is before Jokneam ; 

12 And turned from Sarid eastward 
toward tho sunrising unto tho border 
of Cbislotb-tabor, and then goeth out 
to Daberatb.and goeth up to Japhia, 

13 And from thonce passeth on 
along tho east to Gitlah-hepher, to 
Ittah-knzin, and goeth out to Rero- 
mon-metboar to Nenh ; 

14 And the border compasseth il 
on the north side to Hannathon; and 
the outgoings thereof aro in the val 
loy of Jiphthah-ol; 

15 And Kattath, and Nahalla), and 
Shimron, and Idalah, and Beth 



CHAPTER XIX. 


lehem; twelve cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

16 This is the inheritance of the 
ohildrcn of Zebulun according to 
their families, these cities with their 
villages. 

17 And the fourth lot camo out to 
Issachar, for the children of Issachar 
acoording to their families. 

18 And their border was toward Jez- 
reel, and Chcsulloth, and Shunem, 

10 And Haphrnim, and Shihon, and 
Anaharalb, 

20 And Rabbith, and Kishion, and 
Aboz, 

21 And Rctneth, and En-gannim, 
and En-haddah, and Both-pazzez; 

22 And the coast rcacheth to Ta¬ 
bor, and Shahazimah, and Beth-she- 
meeh; and the outgoings of their 
border wero at Jordan ; sixteen cities 
with their villages. 

23 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Issachar ac¬ 
cording to thoif families, the cities 
and thoir villages. 

24 And the fifth lot came out for 
the tribe of the children of Asher 
according to thoir families. 

25 And their border was Ilclkath, 
and Hali, and Beten, and Aohshaph, 

26 And Alamraelech, and Amad, 
and Mieheal; and reaoheth to Carmel 
westward, and to Shihor*libnath ; 

27 And turnelh toward the sun¬ 
rising to Beth-dagon, and reachcth 
to Zebulun, and to the valloy of Jiph- 
thah-el toward Iho north side of Beth- 
emek, and Neiel, and gocth out to 
Cabul on the left hand, 

28 And Hebron, and Reliob, and 
llammon, and Kanah, even unto 
great Zidon ; 

29 And then the coast turneth to 
llamah, and to the strong oity Tyro; 
and the ooast turneth to Ilosah; and 
the outgoings thereof aro at tho sea 
from the coast to Aolizib ; 

30 Uaimah also, and Aplick, and 
Rehoh; twonty and two cities with 
thoir villages. 

31 This is tho inheritance of tbc 
tribe of the ohildrcn of Asher acoord¬ 
ing to their familios, those cities with 
thoir villages. 

32 The sixth lot uaino out to the 
ohildren of Naphlnli, even for the 
children of Naphtali according to 
their families. 
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33 And their coast was from He- 
leph, from Allon to Zaanannim, and 
Adami, Nckeb, and Jabncel, unto 
Lakum ; and tho outgoings thereof 
were at Jordan ; 

34 And then the coast turneth west¬ 
ward to Aznoth-tabor, and goeth out 
from thcncc to Hukkok, and reaoh¬ 
eth to Zebulun ou the south side, 
and reachelh to Asher on the west 
side, and to Judfth upon Jordan to¬ 
ward the sun-rising, 

35 And the fenced cities are Zid- 
dim, Zcr, and Hammath, Rakkath, 
and Chinncreth, 

36 And Adamah, and Rainah, and 
Hftzor, 

37 And Kcdesh, and Edrei, and 
En-hazor, 

38 And Iron, and Migdal-el, Ho- 
rem, and Bcth-anath, and Bcth-she- 
mesh; nineteen cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

39 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Naphtali ac¬ 
cording to their families, the cities 
and their villages. 

40 And the seventh lot oame out 
for the tribe of the children of Dan 
according to their families. 

41 And the coast of their inherit¬ 
ance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and 
Ir-shemesh, 

42 And Shaalnbbin, and Ajalon, 
and Jcthlah, 

43 And Eton, and Thimnathah, and 
Ekron, 

44 And Eltckeh, and Gibbothon, 
and Baalnlh, 

45 And Jehud, and Bcno-bcrak, and 
Galh-rimmon, 

46 And Me-jarkon, and Rakkon, 
with the border beforo Japho. 

47 And tbc coast of tho children 
of Dan went out too little for them ; 
therefore the children of Dan went 
up to fight against Leshcm, and took 
it, and smote it with the odge 
of the sword, and possessed it, and 
dwelt therein, and called Lcshom, 
Dan, aftor tho name of Dan thoir 
father. 

48 This is the inheritance of the 
tribo of the ohildren of Dan accord¬ 
ing to Iheir families, theso oitios with 
thoir villages. 

49 When they bad made an end 
of dividing tho land for inheritance 
by tbeir coasts, the ohildren of Israel 
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gave an Inheritance to Joshua the 
eon of Nun among them; 

50 According to the word of the 
Lord they give him the city which he 
asked, even Timnath-serah in mount 
Ephraim ; and he built the city, and 
dwelt therein. 

51 These are the inheritances, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the 
son of Nun, and tho heads of the 
fathers of the tribes of the children 
of Israel, divided for an inheritance 
by lot in Shiloh before tho Lord, at 
the door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation. So they made an end of 
dividing the country. 

CHAPTER XX. 

God commandeth, and the children of Irrael 
appoint the six cities of refuge. 

HE Lord also spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

2 Speak to the children of Israel, 
saying, Appoint oat for you cities of 
refuge, whereof I spake unto you by 
the hand of Moses; 

3 That the slayer that killelh any 
person unawares and unwittingly 
may flee thither; and they shall be 
your refuge from the avenger of 
blood. 

4 And when he that doth flee unto 
one of those cities shall stand at the 
entering of tho gate of the city, and 
shall declare his cause in the ears of 
the elders of that city, they shall take 
him into the city unto them, and give 
him a place, that ho may dwell among 
them. 

5 And if tho avenger of blood pur¬ 
sue after him, then they shall not 
ieliver tho slayer up into his band; 
because he smote his neighbour uu- 
wittingly, and hated him not before- 
time. 

0 And he shall dwell in that city, 
until ho stand before the congregation 
for judgment, and until the death of 
the high priest that shall be in those 
days; then shall the slayer return, 
and come unto his own city, and unto 
his own house, uDto the city from 
whence he fled. 

7 And they appointed Kcdesh in 
Galilee in mount Naphtali, and Sbe- 
chcm in mount Ephraim, nnd Kir- 
jath-arba, which is Hebron, in the 
mountain of Judah. 

8 And on tho other side Jordan by 
Jerloho eastward, they assigned-Bezer 


in the wilderness upon the plain oat 
of the tribe of Reuben, and Ramolh 
in Gilead out of the tribe of Gad, and 
Golan in Bashan out of the tribe of 
Manasseb. 

9 These were the cities appointed 
for all the children of Israel, and for 
the stranger that sojourncth among 
them, that whosoever killeth any per¬ 
son at unawares might flee thither, 
and not die by the hand of the aven¬ 
ger of blood, until he stood before 
the congregation. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Bight and forty cities given unto *he Lent** 

—God gave the land , and rest unto the Is¬ 
raelite*, according to his promise, 

11EN came near the heads of the 
fathers of the Lcvites unto Elea¬ 
zar the priest, and unto Joshua the 
son of Nun, and unto the heads of the 
fathers of the tribes of the children 
of Israel ; 

2 And they spake unto them at 
Shiloh In the land-of Canaan, say¬ 
ing, The Lord commanded by the 
hand of Moses to give us cities to 
dwell in, with the suburbs thereof for 
our cattle. 

3 And the children of Israel gave 
unto Lhe Lcvites out of their in¬ 
heritance, at the commandment of 
the Lord, these cities and their 
suburbs. 

4 And the lot came out for the 
families of the Kohathitcs; and the 
children of Aaron the priest, which 
were of the Levitcs, had by lot out of 
tbe tribe of Judab. and out of the 
tribe of Simeon, and out of the tribe 
of Benjamin, thirteen cities. 

5 And the rest of the children of 
Kohotk had by lot out of the families 
of tbe tribe of Ephraim, and out of 
the tribe of Dan, and out of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, ten cities. 

6 And the children of Gershon had 
by lot out of tbe families of the trihe 
of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naph- 
Inli, and out of the half tribe of 
Miinassch in Bashan, thirteen cities 

7 Tho children of Mcrari by their 
families bad out of tbe tribe of 
Reuben, and out of the tribe of Gad, 
and out of tbe tribe of Zebulun, 
twelve cities. 

8 And the ohildron of Israel gave 
by lot onto tbe Levites these elites 
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with their tmburbs, as the Lord com¬ 
manded by ihc hand of Moses. 

'J And they gave out of the Iribo of 
the children of Judah, and out of the 
tribe of the children of Simeon, these 
cities which are here montioned by 1 
name, 

10 Which the children of Aaron, 
boing of the families of the Kohath- 
ites, who were of the children of Levi, 
had; for theirs was the first lot. 

11 And they gavo them the city of 
Arba the faLhcr of Anak, which city 
is llobron, in the hill country of 
Judah, with the suburbs thereof 
rouud about it. 

12 But Lhe Gelds of Lhc city, and the 
villagos thereof, gavo they to Calob 
the son of Jephunnch for his pos¬ 
session. 

13 Thus they gave to Lbe children 
of Aaron the priest llobron with her 
suburbs, to bo a city of refugo for the 
slnyor ; and Libnah with her suburbs, 

14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and 
Eshtcmoa with her suburbs, 

15 And llolon with her suburbs, 
and Dobir with her suburbs, 

10 And Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 
shemesh with her suburbs; nine cities 
out of those two tribos. 

17 And out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba with 
her suburbs, 

18 AnuthoLh with her suburbs, and 
Almon with her suburbs; four cilios. 

19 All the cities of the ohildrcn of 
Aaron, tbe priosts, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. 

20 And tho families of the children 
of Kohath, the Lcvites which remained 
of tho children of Kohath, even they 
had the cities of thoir lot out of tho 
tribe of Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them Shcohciu 
with her suburbs in mount Ephraim, 
to be a city of refuge for the slayer; 
and Goter with hor suburbs, 

22 And Kihzaim with her suburbs, 
and Belh-horon with her suburbs; 
four uilios. 

23 And out of the tribo of Dan, 
Elteaeo with her suburbs, Gibbolhon 
with her suburbs, 

24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gath- 
riminon with hor suburbs; four cities. 

26 And out of tbe half tribo of 
Manaesoh, Tanach with her suburbs, 
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and Gath-rimmon with her suburbs; 
two cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the familios of the 
children of Kohath that remained. 

27 And unto theehildrcn of Gershon, 
of the families of the Levites, out of 
Lhc other half tribo of Manasseh they 
gave Golan in Bashnn with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Becshtcrah with her 
suburbs; two cities. 

28 And out of tbe tribe of Issachar, 
ICishon with her suburbs, Dabareh 
with her suburbs. 

29 Jaruiuth with hor suburbs, 
Engaunim with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

30 And out of tho tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with 
her suburbs, 

31 Ilolkath with her suburbs, and 
Rehob with hor suburbs; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribo of Nophtali, 
Kcdesh in Galilee with her suburbs, 
to be a city of refugo for tho slayer; 
and Ilammoth-dor with her suburbs, 
and Kartan wiLh her suburbs ; three 
cities. 

33 All the cities of the Qorshonites 
according to their families were 
ihirtcon cities with their suburbs. 

34 And unto the families of the 
children of Morari, the rest of the 
Levites, out of the tribe of Zobulun, 
Jokuoara with her suburbs, and 
Kartah with her suburbs, 

35 Dirnnah with her suburbs, 
Nahalal with hor suburbs ; fotircilies, 

36 And out of the tribe of lloubcn, 
Bczcr with her suburbs, and Jahazuh 
with her suburbs, 

37 Kedomoth with her suburbs, and 
Mephaath with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

33 And out of tho tribe of Gad, 
Itamolh in Giload with her suburbs, 
to bo a city of refuge for tho slayer; 
and Mabanaim with her suburbs, 

39 Ilcshbon with her suburbs, Jazor 
with hor suburbs; four cities in 
all. 

40 So all tho cilios for tbo children 
of Merari by their familios, which 
were remaining of the families of the 
Levites, wore by their lot twelve 
cilios. 

41 All tbe cities of the Levites 
within the possession of the children 
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of Israel were forty and eight cities 
with their euburbB. 

42 These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them ; thus 
were all these cities. 

43 And the Lord gave unto Israel 
all the land which he Bware to givo 
unto their fathers ; and they possessed 
it, and dwelt therein. 

44 And the Lord gave them rest 
round about, according to all that he 
aware unto their fathers; and there 
stood not a man of all their enemies 
before them; the Lord delivered all 
their enemies into their hand. 

45 There failed not aught of any 
good thing which the Lord had 
spokeu unto the house of Israel; all 
came to pass. 

CIIAPTKn XXII. 

The txoo tribe* and a half scnt home — They 
build the altar of testimony. 
fflHEN Joshua called the Reuben- 
X ites, and the Oudiles, and the 
half tribe of Manasseh, 

2 And said unto them, Yo have kept 
all that Moses the servant of the 
Lord commanded you, and have 
obeyed my voice in all that I com¬ 
manded you; 

3 Ye have not left your brethren 
these many days unto this day; but 
have kept the charge of the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord your God. 

4 And now the Lord your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, as he 
promised them ; therefore now return 
ye, and get you unto your tents, and 
unto the land of your possession, 
whioh Moses the servant of the 
Lord gave you on the other side 
Jordan. 

5 But take diligent heed to do tho 
oommandment and the law, which 
Moses the servant of tho Lord charged 
you, to love the Lord your God, and 
to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and to cleave 
unto him, and to serve him with all 
your heart and with all your soul. 

6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent 
them away ; and thoy went unto their 
tents. 

7 Now to the one half of the tribo 
of Manusach Moses had given pos¬ 
session in Bashnn; but unto the 
other half thereof gave Joshua among 
their brethren on this side Jordan 
westward. And when Joshua sent 


them away also unto their tents, then 
he blessed them, 

8 And ho spake unto them, saying, 
Return with much riches unto your 
tents, and with very much cattle, 
with silver, and with gold, and with 
brass, and with iron, and with very 
much raiment; divide the spoil of 
yonr enemies with yonr brethren. 

9 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the hair 
tribe of Manasseh returned, and 
departed from the children of Israel 
oat of Shiloh, which is in the land of 

, Canaan, to go unto the country of 
Gilead, to the land of their posses¬ 
sion, whereof they were possessed, 
according to the word of the Lord by 
the hand of Moses. 

10 And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the 
land of Canaan, the children of Reu¬ 
ben and the children of Gad and the 
half tribe of Manasseh built tbere nn 
altar hy Jordan, a great altar to ace 
to. - 

11 And the children of Israel heard 
say. Behold, the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of ManaBseh have built an altar 
over against the land of Canaan, in 
the borders of Jordan, at the passage 
of the ohildren of Israel. 

12 And when the children of Israel 
heard of it, the whole congregation 
of the ohildren of Israel gathered 
themselves together at Shiloh, to go 
up to war against them. 

13 And the children of Israel sent 
unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children oT Gad, and to the half 
tribe of Manasseh, into the land of 
Gilead. Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
tho priest, 

14 And with him ten princes, of 
ench chieT house a prince throughout 
all the tribes of Israel; and each one 
was a head of the house of their 
fathers among the thousands of Is¬ 
rael. 

15 And they came unto the children 
of Reuben, and to the ohildren of 
Gad, and to the half tribe of Ma- 
nusseh, unto the land of Gilead, and 
they spake with them, saying, 

16 Thus Pftith the whole congrega¬ 
tion of tho Lord, What trespass is 
this that ye have committed against 
the God of Israel, to turn away thia 
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day from following the Lord, in that 
yo hnvo huildcd you an altar, that 
ye might rebel this day against tbo 
Lord ? 

17 Is the iniquity of Poor too little 
for us, from which wc are not cleansed 
until this day, although there was a 

lague id the congregation of the 

ord, 

18 Bot that ye must turn away this 
day from following tho Lord? and it 
will be, Beeing ye rebel to-day against 
the Lord, that to-morrow he will be 
wroth with tho whole congregation 
of Israel. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of 
your poBsession be unclean, then paBB 
ye over unto the land of the posses¬ 
sion of tho Lord, wherein the Lord's 
tnbernaolo dwelleth, and take posses¬ 
sion among us; but rebel not against 
tbc Lord, nor rebel against us, in 
building you an altar besides the 
altar of the Lord our God. 

20 Did not Achan the son of Zerah 
commit a trespass in tho accursed 
thing, aud wrath fell on all the 
congregation of Israel ? and that 
man perished not alone in his 
iniquity. 

21 Then the ohildren of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manaeseh answered, and said 
unto the heads of the thousands of 
leraol, 

22 The Lord God of gods, tbo Lord 
God of gods, he kcoweth, and Israel 
he shall know; if it be in rebellion, 
or if in transgression against the 
Lord, (savo us not this day,) 

23 That we hove boilt us an altar 
to turn from following the Lord, or 
if to offer thereon burnt offering or 
moat offering, or if to offer peace 
offerings thereon, let the Lord him¬ 
self require it; 

24 And if wo have not rather done 
it for fear of Ibis thing, saying, In 
time to oome your ohildren might 
speak unto our ohildren, saying, 
What have ye to do with tho Lord 
God of Israel ? 

26 For the Lord hath made Jordan 
a border betweon us and you, yo chil¬ 
dren of Reuben and ohildren of Gad; 
ye havo no part in tho Lord; so shall 
your ohildren make our ohildren cease 
from fearing the Lord. 

Ifl Therefore we said, Lot us now 


prepare to bnild us an altar, uol for 
ournt offering nor for sacrifice; 

27 Rut that it may be a witness be¬ 
tween us, and you, and our genera¬ 
tions after us, that we might do the 
service of the Lord before him with 
our burnt offerings, and with our 
sacrifices, and with our peace offer¬ 
ings ; that your children may not say 
to our children in timo to come, Ye 
have no part in the Lord. 

23 Therefore said we, that it shall 
be, when they should so say to us or to 
our generations in time to come, that 
we may say again, Behold the pat¬ 
tern of the altar of the Lord, which 
our fathers made, not for burnt offer¬ 
ings, nor for sacrifices; but it is a 
witness between us and you. 

29 God forbid that wo should rebel 
against the Lord, and turn this day 
from following the Lord, to build an 
allar for burnt offerings, for meat 
offerings, or for sacrifices, besides tho 
altar of the Lord our God that is be¬ 
fore his tabernacle. 

30 And when Phinchas tho priest, 
and the princes of tho congregation 
and heads of the thousands of Israel 
which were with him, heard tho words 
that the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the children of 
ManasBeh spake, it pleased tbem. 

31 And Phinehas the eon of Eleazar 
the priest said unto the children ol 
Reuben, and to tho ohildren of Gad, 
and to the children of Manasseh, 
This day wo perceive Lhat the Lord is 
among us, because ye have not com¬ 
mitted this trespass against the Lord; 
now ye have delivered the ohildren 
of Israel out of the hand of the Lord. 

32 And Pbinehas the son of Eleazar 
tho pricBt, and the princes, returned 
from the children of Reuben, and 
from tho children of Gad, out of the 
land of Gilead, onto the land of 
Canaan, to tho ohildren of Israel, 
and brought thorn word again. 

33 And the thing pleased tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel; and Lhe ohildren of 
Israel blessed God, and did not in¬ 
tend to go up against them in battle, 
to destroy the land whoroin tbo chil¬ 
dren of lleuben and Gad dwelt. 

34 And tho children of Reuben and 
tbo childron of Gad called the altai 
Ed ; for it shall be witness between 
us that the Lord is God. 
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CHAPTER XXIII. 

Joshua's tshortaium btfarr his death. 

A ND it came lo pas?, a long time 
after that the Lord had given 
rest unto Israel from all their enemies 
round about, that Joshua waxed old 
and stricken in age. 

2 And Joshua called for nil Israel, 
and for their elders, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers, and said unto them, I 
am old and stricken in age; 

3 And ye have seen all that the 
Lord your God hath done unto all 
these nations because of you ; for the 
Lord your God is he that hath fought 
for you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these nations that remain, to 
be an inheritance for your tribes, from 
Jordan, with all the nations that I 
have cut off, even unto the great sea 
westward. 

5 And the Lord your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight; and ye 
shall possess their land, as tho Lord 
your God hath promised unto you. 

6 Be yo therefore very courageous 
to keep and lo do all that is written 
in the hook of the law of Mosob, that 
ye turn not aside therefrom to the 
right hand or to the left; 

7 That ye come not among these 
nations, these that remain among 
you; neither make mention of the 
name of their gods, nor oause to 
swear by them, neither serve them, 
nor bow yourselves unto them; 

8 But cleave unto the Lord your 
God, as ye have dono unto this day. 

9 For the Lord hath driven out 
from before you great nations and 
strong ; but as for you, no man hath 
been able to stand before you unto 
this day. 

10 One man of you shall chaso a 
thousand; for the Lord your God, he 
it is that fighteth for you, as ho hath 
promised you. 

11 Take good heed therefore unto 
yoursolves, that ye love the Lord 
your God. 

12 Else, if ye do in any wise go 
back, and oleave unto the remant 
of these nations, oven thoso that re¬ 
main among you, and shall make 
marriages with them, aud go in unto 
them. And they to you ; 


13 Know for a certainty that the 
Lord your God will no more drive 
out any of these nations from before 
you; but they shall be Fnares and 
traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes, until 
ye perish from off Ibis good land 
which the Lord your God hath given 
you. 

14 And, behold, this day I am go¬ 
ing the way of all the earth ; and ye 
know in all your heart? and in all 
your souls, that not one thing hath 
failed of all the good things which 
the Lord your God spake concerning 
you ; all arc come to pass unto you. 
and not one thing hath failed thereof. 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all good things arc come up¬ 
on you, which the Lord your God 
promised you; so shall the Lord 
bring upon you all evil things, until 

i he have destroyed yon from off this 
j good land which the Lord your God 
hath given you. 

10 When ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the Lord your God. which 
ho commanded you, and have gone 
and served other gods, and bowed 
yourselves to them; then phall the 
anger of the Lord be kindled against 
you, and yo shall perish quickly from 
off the good land which he hath 
given unto you. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

Joshua asscmbleih the trills — Fir rmeweth 
the covenant—A stone the witness of the 
covenant — Joshua's death — Joseph's bones 
art buried—Eleaear dieth. 

A ND Joshua gathered all the tribes 
of Israel to Shechem, and called 
for the ciders of Israel, and for their 
hoads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers; and they presented 
themsolves before God. 

2 And Joshua said unto all the 
peoplo, Thus saith tho Lord God of 
Israel, Your fathers dwelt on the 
other side of the flood in old time, 
even Tenth, the fathor of Abraham, 
and the father of Nachor; and they 
served other gods. 

3 And I took your father Abraham 
from tho other side of the flood, and 
lod him throughout all the land of 
Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaao. 

4 And I gave unto Isaao Jaoob and 
Esau; and I gave unto Esau mount 
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Self, to possess it; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. 

5 I sent Morob alao and Aaron, and 
I plagued Egypt, according to that 
which I did among them ; and after¬ 
ward I brought you out. 

0 And I brought your fathers out 
of Egypt; and ye came unto the Hca; 
and the Egyptians pursued after your 
fathers with chariots and horsemen 
unto the Red sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the 
Lord, he put darknesB between you 
and the Egyptians, and brought the 
era upon them, and covered them ; 
aud your eyes have seen what I havo 
done in Egypt; and ye dwelt in the 
wildcrnesfl a long season. 

8 And I brought you into tho land 
of the Amoritcs, which dwelt on the 
other flido Jordan ; and they fought 
with you; and I gave them into your 
hand, that ye might possess their 
land ; and I destroyed them from be- 
foro you. 

9 Then Balak tho son of Zippor, 
king of Moab, arose and warred 
against Israel, and Bent and called 
Balaam the son of Beor to curse you; 

10 But I would not hearken unto 
Balaam; therefore he blessed you 
still; so I delivered you out of his 
hand. 

11 And yo went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho; and the men of 
Jericho fought against you, tho Amo- 
ritoH, and the Poritfites, and the 
Canaanitos, and the Hittites, and the 
Girgashitos, tho Hivites, and the Je- 
busites; and I delivered them into 
your hand. 

12 And I sent the hornet hofore 
you, whioh drave them out from be¬ 
fore you, oven tho two kings of tho 
Amorites; hut not with thy sword, 
nor with thy bow. 

13 And I have given you a land for 
whioh ye did not labour, and oitios 
whioh ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and olive- 
yards whioh ye planted not do ye 
eat. 

14 Now theroforo fear the Lord, 
and serve him in sincerity and In 
truth ; and put away tho gods whioh 
your fathers served on tho other side 
of the flood,and in Egypt; and serve 
ye the Lord. 

16 And if It seem evil unto you to 
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serve the Lord, cliuosc you this day 
whom yo will serve; whether the 
gods which your fathers served that 
were on the other side of the flood, 
or the gods of Ihe Amorites, iu whose 
land yo dwell; but as for me and my 
house, we will serve tho Lord. 

lf> And the people answered and 
said, God forbid that wc should for¬ 
sake the Lord, to serve other gods; 

17 For the Lord our God, he it is 
that brought us up and our fathers 
out of the hind of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage, and which did 
those great signs in our sight, and 
proserved us in all the way wherein 
wo went, and among all tho people 
through whom we passed; 

18 And tho Lord drove out from 
before us all the people, eveu the 
Amorites which dwelt in the laud; 
therefore will wc also serve tho Lord; 
for he is our God. 

19 And Joshua said unto the peo- 

le, Ye cannot sorve the Lord; for 

e is a holy God; he is a jealous 

God; ho will not forgive your trans¬ 
gressions Dor your sins. 

20 If ye forsake the Lord, and 
serve strange gods, then he will turn 
and do you hurt, aud oonsume you, 
after that he hath done you good. 

21 And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay; but wo will servo the Lord. 

22 And Joshua said unto tho peo¬ 
ple, Yo aro witnesses against your- 
boIvor that ye have chosen you the 
Lord, lo serve hitn. And they said, 
We are witnesses. 

23 Now thereforo put away, said 
he, tho strange gods which aro among 
you, and mclino your heart unto the 
Lord God of Israel. 

24 And tho people said unto Joshua, 
Tho Lord our God will wo sorve, and 
his voieo will we obey. 

25 So Joshua mn.de a covenant 
with the pooplo that day, and set 
thorn a statute and an ordinance in 
Shoehorn. 

26 And Joshua wrote these words 
in the hook of tho law of God, and 
took a groat stone, and set it up there 
under an oak, that was by the sanc¬ 
tuary of the Lord. 

27 And Joshua said unto all the 
pooplo, Behold, this etono shall be a 
witnoss unto us; for it hath hoard all 
the words of tho Lord which ho spake 
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onto us; it shall bo therefore a wit- 
nees onto you, lcat ye deny your 
God. 

28 So Joshua let the people deparl, 
every man unto his inheritance. 

29 And it came to pass after these 
things, that Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the Lord, died, being 
a hundred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the bor¬ 
der of his inheritance in Tiinnath- 
Bcrah, which is in mount Ephraim, 
on the north side of the hill of Gaash. 

31 Aud Israel served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that overlived Joshua, 
and which had known all the works 


of the Lord, that he had done for Is¬ 
rael. 

32 And the bones of Joseph, which 
the children of Israel brought up out 
of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, 
in a parcel of ground which Jacob 
bought of the sons of Hamor the 
father of Shechem for a hundred 
pieces of Bilver; and it became the 
inheritance of the children of Jo¬ 
seph. 

33 And Eleazar the son if Aaron 
died ; and they buried him it a hiU 
that pertained to Phinchae his son, 
which was given him in mount 
Ephraim. 


THE BOOK OF JUDGES. 


CIIAPTER I. 

The acts of Judah and Simeon—Jerusalem 
taken—Hebron taken — Hormah , Gaza, Ai- 
kelon and Ekron taken—The acts of Ben - 
jamin—The houses of Joseph, Zskulun, 
Asher, Naphlali, and Dan. 

OW after the death of Joshua it 
came to pass, that the children 
of Israel asked the Lord, saying, 
Who shall go up for ns against the 
Canaanites first, to fight against 
them ? 

2 And the Lord said, Judah shall 
go up ; behold, I have delivered the 
land into his hand. 

3 And Judah said unto Simeon his 
brother, Come up with mo into my 
lot, that we may fight against tho 
CanaaniteB; and I likewise will go 
with thee into thy lot. So Simeon 
went with him. 

4 And Judah went up; and the 
Lord delivered the Canaanites and 
the Porizzites into their hand ; and 
they slow of them in Bczekten thou¬ 
sand men. 

5 And they found Adoni-bezek in 
Bezek ; and they fought against him, 
and they slew the Canaanites and 
the Perizzites. 

6 But Adoni-bezek fled; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him, 
and cut off his thumbs and his great 
toes. 

7 And Adoni-bezek said, Three¬ 
score and ten kings, having their 
thumbs and their great toes cut off, 
gathered their meat undor my table ; 


as I have done, so God hath requited 
me. And they brought him to Jeru¬ 
salem, and there he died. 

8 Now the children of Judah had 
fought against Jerusalem, and had 
taken it, and smitten it with the edge 
of the sword, and set the city on fire. 

9 And afterward the children of 
Judah went down to fight against 
the Canaanites, that dwelt in the 
mountain, and in the south, and in 
the valley. 

10 And Jndah went against the 
Canaanites that dwelt in Hebron; 
now the name of Hebron before was 
Kiijath-arba; and they slew Sheshai, 
and Ahiman, and Talmai. 

11 And from thence he went against 
the inhabitants of Debir; and the 
name of Debir before was Kirjath- 
eepher; 

12 And Caleb said, He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sephcr, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Acheah my danghter to 
wife. 

13 And Othniel the son of Eenai, 
Caleb’s younger brother, took it; and 
he gave him AohBah his daughter to 
wife. 

14 And it oAme to pass, when she 
came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of her father a field; and Bhe 
lighted from off her ass; and Caleb 
said unto her, What wilt thou? 

15 And sho said nmo him, Give me 
a blessing ; for tbon hast given me a 
south land; give me also springs of

water. And Caleb guve hor the up¬ 
per springs and tho nether springs. 

16 And the ehildrcn of the Kcnilc, 
Moses’ father-in-law, went up out of 
the city of pulin trees with the chil¬ 
dren of Judah inti* the wilderness of 
Judah, which Jicth in the south of 
Arad; and they wont and dwolt 
among tho people. 

17 And Judah went with Simoon 
his brother, and they Blew the Ca- 
□ aanites that inhabited Zephath, and 
utterly destroyed it. And the name 
of tho city was called Hormah. 

18 Also Judah took Gaza with the 
i coast thereof, and Aakelon with the 
i coaBt thereof, and Ekron with the 
i coast thereof. 

19 And the Lord was with Judah ; 
i and he dravo out the inhabitants of 

I the mountain; but could not drive 
i out the inhabitants of the valley, be¬ 
cause they had chariots of iron. 

20 And they gave Hebron unto 
i Caleb, as Moses Baid; and he expel- 
I led thenoe the three sons of Anak. 

21 And the children of Benjamin 
did not drivo out tho Johusites that 

i inhabited Jerusalem; but the Jebu- 
sites dwell with the children of 
Benjamin in Jerusalem unto this 
day. 

22 And the bouse of Joseph, they 
also went up against Belh-el; and 
the Lord was with them. 

23 And the house of Joseph seot to 
doflory Beth-el. Now the name of 
the city before was Luz. 

24 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, and they said 
unto him, Show us, wo pray theo, the 
entrance into the oity, and we wilt 
show thee rneroy. 

26 And when he showed them the 
entranoe into the oity, they emote tho 
oity with tho edge of the sword ; but 
they let go tho man and all his 
family. 

26 And the man went into the land 
of the Hittites, and built a oity, and 
called the name theroof Luz; which 
Is the name theroof unto this day. 

27 Neither did Manassoh drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shean aud 
her towns, nor Taanaoh and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of Dor 
and her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Ihleam and her towns, nor the inhabit¬ 
ants of Megiddo and her towns ; hut 


the Canaanitcs would dwell iri tbul 
land. 

23 And it came 1o pass, when Is¬ 
rael was strong, that they put the 
Canaauitea to tribute, and did not 
utterly drive them out. 

29 Neithor did Ephraim drive oat 
tho Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; 
but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer 
among them. 

30 Neither did Zcbulun drive out 
the inhabitants of Kitron, nor tho 
inhabitants of Nahalol; but the Ca- 
naanites dwelt among them, and be¬ 
came tributaries. 

31 Neither did Ashor drive out the 
inhabitants of Accho, nor the in¬ 
habitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, 
nor of Aahzib, nor of Helbah, nor of 
Aphik, nor of Rchob; 

32 But the Asherites dwolt among 
the Canaanitos, the inhabitants of 
the land ; for they did not drive them 
out. 

33 Neither did NaphLali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, 
nor the inhabitants of Bcth-anath: 
but he dwelt among tho Canaanites, 
tho inhabitants of the land ; never¬ 
theless, the inhabitants of Beth-she- 
mosh and of Beth-anath became 
tributaries unto them. 

34 And tho Amorites forced the 
children of Dan into tho mountain ; 
for they would not suffer them to 
como down to the valley ; 

35 But tho Amorites would dwell in 
mount Haros in Aijalon, and in 
Shaulbim ; yet the hand of the house 
of Joseph prevailed, so that they be¬ 
came tributaries. 

36 And the ooa9t of Ibe Amorites 
was from tho going up to Akrahbim, 
from the rock, and upward. 

C1IAPTER n. 

An Angel rtbukeUt the people—The wicked¬ 
ness after Joshua. 

ND an angel of tho Lord came 
up from Gilgal to Boohim, and 
said, I made you to go up out of 
Egypt, and havo brought you unto 
tho land which I aware unto your 
fathers ; and I said, £ will never break 
my covenant with you. 

2 Aud ye shall mako no league 
with tho inhabitants of this land; 
yo shall throw down their altars; but 
ye have not obeyed my voioe; why 
have ye done this? 
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3 Wherefore I also said, I will not 
drive them out from before you ; but 
they shall he as thorns in your sides, 
and their gods shall ho n snare unto 
you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the 
angel of the Lord spake these words 
unto all the children of Israel, that 
the people lifted up their voice, and 
wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place Bochim; and they sacrificed 
there unto the Lord. 

B And when Joshua hnd let the 
people go, the children of Israel went 
overy man unto bis inheritance to 
possess the land. 

7 And the people served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders thnt outlived Joshua, 
who had seen all the great works of 
the Lord, that be did for Israel. 

8 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of the Lord, died, being a 
hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they buried him in the hor- 
der of his inheritance in Timraath- 
heres, in the mount of Ephraim, on 
the north side of the hill Gnash. 

10 And also all that generation were 
gathered unto their fathers; and 
there arose another generation after 
them, which knew not the Lord, nor 
yet the works which he had done for 
Israel. 

11 And the children of Israel did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and 
served Baalim ; 

12 And they forsook the Lord Qod 
of their fathers, which brought them 
out of the land of Egypt, and fol¬ 
lowed other gods, of the gods of the 
people that were round about them, 
and bowed themselves unto them, 
and provoked the Lord to anger. 

13 And they forsook the Lord, and 
Berved Baal and Ashtarotb. 

14 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and he sold them into 
the bands of their enemies round 
about, bo that they could not any 
longer stand before their enemies. 

16 Whithersoever they went out, 
the hand of the Lord was against 
them for evil, as the Lord had said, 
and as the Lord had sworn unto thorn; 
and they were greatly distressed. 


16 Nevertheless the Lord raised »p 
I judges, which delivered them not 

of the hand of those that spoiled 
I them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a 
whoring after other gods, and bowed 
themselves unto them ; (hey tamed 
quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord; hut they 
did not so. 

19 And when the Lord raised them 
up judges, then the Lord was with 
the judge, and delivered them out of 
the hand of their enemies all the days 
of the judge ; for the Lord hearkened 
because of their groanings by reason 
of them that oppressed them and 
vexed them. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other gods 
to serve them, aDd to how down unto 
them: they ceased not from their 
own doings, nor from their stubborn 
way. 

20 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel ; and he said, Be¬ 
cause that this people hath trans¬ 
gressed my covenant which I com¬ 
manded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; 

21 I also will not henceforth drive 
out any from beforo them of the na¬ 
tions which Joshua left when he 
died ; 

22 That through them I may prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the 
way of the Lord to walk therein, as 
their fathers did keep it, or not, 

23 Therefore the Lord left those 
nations, without driving them out 
hastily; neither delivered he them 
into the hand of Joshua. 

chapter m. 

Hie nations which wtre left to prove Irratl — 

By community with them they conunti 

idolatry. 

OW these nre the nations whioh 
tho Lord left to prove Israel by 
them, even as many of Israel as bad 
not known all the wars of Canaan; 

2 Only that the generations of the 
children of Israel might know to 
tcacb them war, at the least suoh u 
before knew nothing thereof; 

3 Namely, five lords of the Philia> 
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tines, and all the Canaanites, and the 
Sidonians, and the Hivites that dwelt 
in mount Lebanon, from mount Baal- 
hermon unto tho entering in of Ha¬ 
math. 

4 And they were to provo Israel by 
them, to know whether they would 
hearken unto the commandments or 
the Lord, which ho commanded their 
faLhers by tho hand of Moses. 

5 And the children of Israel dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Hittites, and 
Amorites, nod Pcriizilcs, and Hivites, 
and Jcbupitc9; 

6 And they took their daughters to 
bo their wives, and gave their daugh¬ 
ters to their eons, and served their 
gods. 

7 And the children of Israel did 
evil in tho sight of the Lord, and 
forgat tho Lord their Cod, and served 
Baalim and the groves. 

8 Therefore tho anger of tho Lord 
was hot against Israel, and he sold 
them into the hand of Chushan-rieh- 
alhnitn king of Mesopotamia; and 
the children of Israel served Chu- 
shnn-rishathaim eight years. 

0 And when the children of Israel 
cried unto tho Lord, the Lord raised 
up a deliverer to tho children of 
Israel, who delivered them, even 
Otbniel tho Bon of Kenas, Caleb's 
younger brother. 

10 And the Spirit of tho Lord came 
upon him, and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war; and the Lord de¬ 
livered Chushan-rishathAim king of 
Mesopotamia into his hand ; and his 
hand prevailed against Cbushan-rish- 
atliaiin. 

11 And tho land had rest forty 
ycarH; and Othniel tho son of Kenac 
died. 

12 And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of tho Lord; 
and the Lord strengthened Eglon the 
king of Moal) against Israol, because 
they had done evil in the sight of the 
Lord. 

13 And he gathered unto him tho 
ohildren of Ammon and Amalck, aDd 
went and smote Israol, and possessed 
the city of palm trees. 

14 So the ohildren of Israel served 
Kglou the king of Moab eighteen 
yearB. 

lft But when the ohildren of Israel 
oried unto the Lord, the Lord raised 
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them up a deliverer, Khud the son of 
Gera, a Benjnmito, a man left-hand¬ 
ed ; and by him the children of Israel 
sent a present unto Eglon the king 
of Moab. 

16 But Ebud made him a dagger 
which had two edges, of a cubit 
length; and he did gird it under his 
raiment upon his right thigh. 

17 And he brought the present 
unto Eglon king of Moab ; and Eg 
Ion was a very fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end 
to offer the present, he sent away the 
people that bare the present. 

19 But he himself turned again 
from the quarries that were by Gil- 
gal, and said, I have a secret errand 
unto thee, 0 king; who said, Keep 
silence. And all that stood by him 
went out from him. 

20 And Ehud came unto him ; and 
he was sitting in a summer parlour, 
which he had for himself alone; and 
Ehud said, I have a message from 
God unto thee. And he arose out of 
his seat. 

21 And Ehud put forth his left hand, 
aDd took the dagger from his right 
thigh, and thrust it into his belly : 

22 And the haft also went in after 
the blade; and the fat closed upon 
the blade, so that ho oould not draw 
the dagger out of bis belly ; and the 
dirt came out. 

23 Then Ehud went forth through 
the poroh, and shut the doors of the 
parlour upon him, and looked them. 

24 When he was gone out, his ser¬ 
vants came; and when they saw that, 
behold, the doors of the parlour were 
locked, they said, Surely ho covereth 
his feet in his summer ohamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed ; aDd, bohold, he opened not 
tho doors of the parlour; therefore 
they took a key, and opened them ; 
and, behold, their lord was fallen down 
dead on the earth. 

26 And Ehud escaped while they 
tarried, and passed beyond the quar¬ 
ries, and escaped unto Seiratb. 

27 And it came to pass, when be 
was oome, that he hlew a trumpet in 
the mountain of Ephraim, and the 
ohildren of Israel went down with 
him from the mount, and ho before 
them. 

28 And be said unto them, Follow 
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after me ; for tho Lord halh delivered 
your encmica the Moabites into your 
hand. And they went down after 
him, and took tho fords of Jordan 
toward Moah, and suffered not a man 
to pass over. 

29 And they Blew of Moab at that 
time about ten thousand men, all 
lusty, and all men of valour; and 
there escaped not a man. 

30 So Moab was Bubducd that day 
under tho hand of Israel. And the 
land had rest four-score years. 

31 And after him waa Shamgar the 
son of Anath, which slew of the Phil¬ 
istines six hundred men with an ox- 
goad; and he also delivered Israel. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Deborah and Barak deliver Israel from Jabin 
and Sierra—Jael kdleth Sierra. 

ND the children of Isrnel again 
did evil in the sight of the Lord, 
when Ehud was dead. 

2 And the Lord sold them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canaan, that 
reigned in Uazor; the captain of 
whose host was SLsera, which dwelt 
in Harosheth of the Gentiles. 

3 And the children of Israel cried 
unto tho Lord; for he had nine hun¬ 
dred chariots of iron; and twenty 
years he mightily oppressed the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, 

4 And Deborah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lapidoth, she judged Israel 
at that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm 
tree of Deborah, between Ramah and 
Beth-el in mount Ephraim; and the 
children of Israel came up to her for 
judgment. 

0 And she sent and called Barak 
the son of Abinoam out of Kedesh- 
naphtali, and said unto him, Hath 
not the Lord God of Israel com¬ 
manded, saying, Go and draw toward 
mount Tabor, and take with thee ten 
thousand men of the children of Naph- 
tali and of tho children of Zebulun ? 

7 And I will draw unto thee, to tho 
river Kishon, Sisera the captain of 
Jabin’s army, with his chariots and 
his multitude; and I will doliver him 
into thine hand. 

8 And Barak said unto her, If thou 
wilt go with mo, then I will go; but 
if thou wilt not go with me, then I 
will not go. 

9 And she said, I will surely go 


with thee; notwithstanding the jour¬ 
ney that thou takest shall not be for 
thine honour; for the Lord shall sell 
Sisera into the hand of a woman. 
And Deborah arose, and went with 
Barak to Kedceh. 

10 And Barak called Zebulun and 
Naphlali to Kedesh ; and he went up 
with ten thousand men at his feet; 
and Deborah went up with him. 

11 Now Heber the Keuite, which 
was of the children of Ilobab the fa- 
ther-in-law of Moses, had severed 
himself from the Kenitcs, and pitched 
his tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, 
which is by Kedeeh. 

12 And they showed Sisera that Ba¬ 
rak the son of Abinoam was gone up 
to mount Tabor. 

13 And Sisera gathered together all 
his chariots, even nine hundred cha¬ 
riots of iron, and nil tho people that 
were with him, from Harosheth of the 
Gentiles unto the river of Kishon. 

14 And Deborah said unto Barak, 
Up; for this is the day in which the 
Lord hath delivered Sisera into thine 
hand ; is not the Lord gone out be¬ 
fore thee? So Barak went down from 
mount Tabor, and ten thousand men 
after him. 

15 And the Lord discomfited Sisera, 
and all his chariots, and all his host, 
with the edge of the sword before 
Barak, so that Sisera lighted down 
off his chariot, and fled away on his 
feet. 

16 But Barak pursued after the cha¬ 
riots, and after the host, unto Haro- 
eheth of the Gentiles; and all the host 
of Sisera fell upon the edge of the 
sword; and there was not a man left. 

17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Jael the wife of 
Ileber the Kenite; for there was peace 
between Jabin the king of Hazor and 
the house of Ileber the Keoite. 

18 And Jael went out to meet Sisera, 
and said unto him, Turn in, my lord, 
turn in to me ; fear not. And when 
he had turned in unto her into the 
tent, she covered him with a mantle. 

19 And he said unto her, Give me, 
I pray thee, a little water to drink ; 
for I am thirsty. And she opened a 
bottle of milk, and gave him drink, 
and covered him. 

20 Again he said unto her, Stand In 
the door of the tent, and it Bhall be. 
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whon any man doth oome and inquire 
of thee, and flay, In there any man 
bore? that thou shalt flay, No. 

21 Then Jacl Ilcber's wife took a 
nail of the tent, and took a hammer 
in her hand, and wont softly unto 
him, and smote the nail into his tem- 

} dos, and fastened it into the ground; 
or ho was fast asleep and weary. 
Po ho died. 

22 And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sisera, Jacl came out to meet him, 
and flftid unto him, Come, and I will 
show theo the man whom thou seek- 
est. And when he came into her tent, 
behold, Sisera lay dead, and the nail 
was in his toraplos. 

23 So G od subdued on that day Jabin 
tho king of Canaan before tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

24 And the hand of the children 
of Israel prospered, and prevailed 
against Jabin the king of Canaan, 
until they had destroyed Jabin king 
of Canaan. 

CHAPTER V. 

The tong of Deborah and Barak. 
IIEN sang Deborah and Barak 
the son of Abinoam on that, day, 
saying, 

2 Praise ye tho Lord for the aveng¬ 
ing of Israel, whon the people will¬ 
ingly offered themselves. 

3 Hear, 0 ye kings; give ear, 0 
ye princes; I, even I, will sing unto 
the Lord; I will sing praise to tho 
Lord God of Israel. 

4 Lord, when thou wentest out of 
Seir, whon thou marchcdst out of tho 
field of Edom, the earth trembled, 
and the heavens dropped, the clouds 
also dropped water. 

6 Tho mountains melted from be¬ 
fore tho Lord, even that Sinai from 
before tho Lord God of Israel. 

8 In the days of Shamgar the son 
of Anath, in the days of Jael, the 
highways were unoccupied, and tho 
travellers walked through byways. 

7 The inhabitants of tho villages 
ceased, they ooased in Israel, until 
that I Deborah arose, that I arose a 
mother in Israel. 

8 They chose new gods; then was 
war in the gates; was there a shield 
or spear seen amoDg forty thousand 
in Israel7 

9 My heart Is toward the governors 
of Iflrael, that offered themselves will¬ 


ingly among the people. Bless ye 
the Lord. 

10 Speak, ye that ride on white 
asses, ye that sit in judgment, and 
walk by the way. 

11 They that are delivered from the 
noise of arohers in tho places of draw¬ 
ing water, there shall they rehearse 
the righteous acts of the Lord, even 
the righteous acts toward the inhabit¬ 
ants of his villages in Israel; then 
shall the people of the Lord go down 
to the gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Deborah ; awake, 
awake, utter a song; arise, Barak, 
and lead thy captivity ouptive, thou 
son of Abinoam. 

13 Then he made him that remain - 
eth have dominion over the nobles 
among the people; the Lord made 
mo have dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was there a root 
of them against Amalek ; after theo, 
Benjamin, among thy people ; out of 
Machir came down governors, and 
out of Zebulun they that handle the 
pen of tho writer. 

15 And the princes of Issaohar were 
with Deborah; even Issaohar, and 
also Barak; he waB sent on foot into 
the valley. For the divisions of Reu¬ 
ben there were great thoughts of 
heart. 

18 Why abodeBt thou among the 
shcepfolds, to hear the bleatings of 
the flocks 7 For the divisions of Reu¬ 
ben thero wore groat Bearohings of 
heart, 

17 Gilead abode beyond Jordan; 
and why did Dan remain in ships T 
Asher continued on tho flea-shore, and 
abode in his breaches. 

19 Zebulun and Napbtali were a 
people that jeoparded their lives 
unto the death in the high plaoes of 
the field. 

19 The kings came and fought; 
then fought the kings of Canaan in 
Taanach by the waters of Megiddo; 
they took no gain of money. 

20 They fought from heavon ; the 
stars in their courses fought against 
Sisera. 

21 The river of Kishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the river 
Kishon. 0 my soul, thou hast trod¬ 
den down strength. 

22 Then wore tho horse-hoofs bro¬ 
ken by the means of the pranoings, 
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the prancing* of their mighty ones. 

23 Curse ye Moroz, said the angel 
of the Lord, curse ye hitterly the 
inhabitants thereof; because they 
camo not to the help of the Lord, 
to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty. 

24 Blessed ahove women shall Jacl 
the wife of lleber the Kenite be: 
hlessed shall she be abore women in 
the tent. 

2 5 He asked water, and sbe gave 
him milk; she hrought forth butter 
in a lordly dish. 

26 She put her hand to the nail, 
and her right hand to the workmen’s 
hammer; and with the hammer she 
smote Sisera, ehe smote off his head, 
when she had pierced and stricken 
through his temples. 

27 At her feet ne bowed, he fell, ho 
lay down; at her feet he bowed, he 
fell; where he bowed, thero he fell 
Jown dead. 

28 The mother of Sisera looked out 
at a window, and cried through the 
lattice, Why is his chariot so long in 
coming 7 why tarry the wheels of his 
chariots? 

29 Her wise ladies answered her, 
yea, she returned answer to herself, 

30 Have they not sped 7 have they 
not divided the prey ; to every man 
a damsel or two; to Sisera a prey of 
divers colonrs, a prey of divers co¬ 
lours of needlework, of divers colours 
of needlework on both sides, meet for 
the neoks of them that take the spoil ? 

31 So let all thine enemies perish, 
0 Lord ; but let them that love him 
be as the sun when he goeih forth in 
his might. And the land had rest 
forty years. 


CHAPTKR VI. 

IV Israelites for their tin art oppressed—A 
prophet rebukeih them — An angel smdeth 
Gideon for their deliverance — Gideon't 
army — Gideon's signs. 

A ND the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lord ; and the 
Lord delivered them into tho hand 
of Midian seven years. 

2 And the hand of Midian prevailed 
againBt Israel; and because of the 
Midianites the children of Israel 
made thorn the dens which are in 
the mountains, and oaves, and strong¬ 
holds. 

3 And so it was, when Israel had 


sown, that the Midianites came up, 
and the Amalckitcs, and the children 
of the cast, even they came up against 
them ; 

4 And they encamped against thum, 
and destroyed the increase of the 
earth, till thou come unto Gaza, aud 
left no sustenance for Israel, neither 
sheep, nor ox, nor ass. 

5 For they came up with their cat¬ 
tle and their tents, and they came ai 
grasshoppers for multitude; for hotb 
they and their camels were without 
number; and they entered into the 
land to destroy it. 

6 And Israel was greatly impover 
ished hecause of the Midianites ; and 
the children of Israel cried unto th» 
Lord. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
children of Israel cried unto the 
Lord becanae of the Midianites, 

3 That the Lord sent a prophet 
unto the children of Israel, which 
said unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, I brought you up from 
Egypt, and brought you forth out of 
the house of bondage; 

9 And I delivered you out of thp 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of alt that oppressed you, 
and drave them out from before you, 
and gave you their land ; 

10 And I said unto you, I am thi- 
Lord your God ; fear not the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose lanj ye dwell. 
but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

11 Aod there came an angel of the 
Lord, and sat under an oak which 
was in Ophrah, that pertained unto 
Joash the Abi-ezrito: and his son 
Gideon threshed wheat by the wine¬ 
press, to bide it from the Midianites. 

12 And the angel of the Lord ap 
neared unto him. and said unto him, 
The Lord is with thee, thou mightj 
man of valour. 

13 And Gideon said unto him 0 
my Lord, if the Lord be with as, 
why then is all this bcfullcn us? and 
where bo all his miracles which our 
fathers told us of, saying, Did not the 
Lord hring us up from Egypt? but 
now the Lord hath forsaken us, and 
delivered us into the hands of the 
Midianites. 

14 And (ho Lord looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the hand 
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of the Midianites; have not I sent 
thee 7 

15 Ad< 1 he said unto him, 0 my 
Lord, wherowith ahull I save Israel? 
behold, my family ia poor in Manas- 
seh, and I am the least in my father’s 
house. 

10 And the Lord said unto him, 
Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
shult smite the Midianites as one 
man. 

17 And he said unto him, If now I 
have found graco in thy sight, then 
show mo a sign that thou talkcst with 
mo. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, 
until I oomo unto thee, and bring 
forth my prescut, and set it boforo 
thee. And he said, I will tarry until 
thoa oome again. 

19 And Oidoon went in, and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes 
of an ephah of flour; the flesh he 
put in a hasket, and he put the broth 
in a pot, and brought it out unto him 
under the oak, and presented it. 

20 And the angel of God said unto 
him, Tako the flcBb and the unlea¬ 
vened cakes, and lay them upon this 
rock, and pour out the broth. And 
hi did so. 

21 Then the angel of the Lord put 
forth the end of the staff that was in 
his band, and touched the flesh and 
the unleavened cakce; and there rose 
□p Are out of the rock, and oonsumed 
the flesh and the unleavened cakes. 
Then the angel of the Lord departed 
out of his sight. 

22 And when Gideon perceived that 
he was an ungel of the Lord, Gideon 
said Alas, 0 Lord God! for because 
I have seen an angol of the Lord face 
to face. 

23 And the Lord said unto him, 
Peace be unto thee; fear not; thou 
ehalt not die. 

24 Then Gideon built an oltar 
there unto the Lord, and called it 
Jehovah-shalom ; unto this day it is 
yet in Ophrah of the Abi-czritos. 

25 Ana it came to pass the same 
night, that tho Lord said unto him, 
Take thy father’s young bullock, 
even the Hocond bullock of seven 
yearB old, and throw down tho altar 
of Baal that thy father hath, and cut 
down the grove that is by it; 

20 And build an altar unto the 
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Lord thy God upon the top of this 
rock, in the ordered place, and take 
the second bullock, and offer a burnt 
sacrifice with the wood of the grove 
which thou shalt cut dowu. 

27 Then Gideon took ton men of 
his servants, and did as the Lord hod 
said unto him; and so it was, because 
he feared his father's household, and 
tho men of the oity, that he could not 
do it by day, that he did it by night. 

28 And when tho men of the oity 
arose early in the morning, behold, 
the altar of Baal was cast dowu, and 
the grove was cat down that was by 
it, and the second bullock was offered 
upon the altar that was built. 

29 And they said one to another, 
Who hath done this thing? And 
when they inquired and asked, they 
said, Gideon the son of Joash hath 
done this thing. 

30 Then the meo of the oity said 
unto Joash, Bring out thy son, that 
ho may die; because he hath cast 
down Ihe altar of Baal, and because 
he hath cut down the grove that was 
by it.. 

31 And Joash said unto all that 
stood against him, Will ye plead for 
Baal? will ye save him 7 be that will 
plead for him, lot him be put Lo 
death whilst it is yet morning; if he 
be a god, let him plead for himself, 
beoauso one hath cast down his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day ho called 
him Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal 
plead against him, bocause he hath 
thrown down his altar. 

33 Then all the Midianites and the 
Amalckitca and the children of the 
east wero gathered together, and 
went over, and pitched in the valley 
of Jczreel. 

34 But tho Spirit of the Lord came 
upon Oideon, and he blew a trumpet; 
and Abi-ezcr was gathered after him. 

35 And he sent mesaongors through¬ 
out all Mnna9seh; who also was 
gathered after him, and he sent 
messengers unto Asber, and qdLo 
Zebulun, and unto Napht&li; and 
they came up to meet them. 

36 And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, 
as thou hast said, 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of 
wool in the floor; and if the dew be 
on the fieeoe only, and It be dry upon 
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all the earth Deeides, then shall I 
know that thou wilt savo Israel by 
mine hand, as Lhou hast said. 

38 And it was so; for ho rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust toe 
fleece togothor, and wringed the dew 
out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let 
not thine anger be hot against me, 
and I will speak but this once; let 
me prove, I pray thee, but this onco 
with the fleece; let it now he dry 
only upon tho fleece, and upon all 
the ground let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night; for 
it was dry upon the fleceo only; and 
there was dew on all tho ground. 

CHAPTER vn. 

Gideon's army of three hundred—The dream 
of the barley cake—Hit stratagem. 
11EN Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, 
and all the people that were with 
him. rose up early, and pitched beside 
the well of Harod; so that tho host 
of the Midianites were on the north 
side of them, by the hill of Moreh, in 
the valley. 

2 And the Lord said nnto Gideon, 
The people that aro with thee arc 
too many for me to give tbe Midian¬ 
ites into their hands, lest Israel vaunt 
themselves against me, saying, Mine 
own hand hath saved me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the ears of the people, saying, Who¬ 
soever is fearful and afraid, let him 
return and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And thero returned of the 
people twenty and two thousand: 
and there remained ten thousand. 

4 And the Lord said unto Gideon, 
The people are yet too many; bring 
them down unto the water, and I will 
try them for thee there; and it shall 
be, that of whom I say unto thee, 
This shall go with thee; tho same 
shall go with thee; and of whomso¬ 
ever I say unto thee, This shnll not 
go with theo, the sumo shall not go. 

5 So ho hrought down the people 
unto tho wator ; and tho Lord said 
nnto Gideon, Every one that lappeth 
of tho water with his tongue, as a 
dog lappelh, him sbalt thou set by 
himself; likewise every ono that bow- 
eth down upon his knees to drink. 

6 And the number of them that 
lapped, putting their hand to their 
moath, were three hundred men ; but 


all the rest of the people bowed down 
upon their knees to drink water. 

7 And tho Lord said unto Gideon, 
By the three hundred men that 
lapped will I savo you, and deliver 
the Midianites into thine hand; aud 
let all the other people go every man 
unto hiB place. 

8 So the people took victuals in 
their hand, and their trumpets; and 
he sent all the rest of Israel every 
man unto his tent, and retained those 
three hundred men; and the host of 
Midian was beneath him in the 
valley. 

9 And it came to pass the same 
night, that tho Lord said unto him. 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; 
for I have delivered it into thine 
hand. 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy servant down 

i to the host: 

11 And thou shalt hear what the) 
say ; and afterward shall thine hand? 
b& strengthened to go down unto the 
host. Then went he down with 
Phurah his servant unto the outside 
of the armed men that were in Lbi 
host. 

12 And the Midianites and the 
Araalekites and all the children of 

! the east lay along in the valley like 
grasshoppers for multitude : and their 
camels were without number, as tli*■ 
sand by the sea-side for multitude. 

13 And when Gideon was corn* 
behold, there was a man that told a 
dream unto his fellow, and said. 
Behold, I dreamed a dreaui, and, 1". 
a cake of barley hread tumbled int> 
the host of Midian, and came unto n 
tent, and smote it that it fell, am! 
overturned it, that the tent !ay along 

14 And his fellow answered anil 
said, This is nothing else save tbf 
sword of Gideon the son of Joa.sh, « 
man of Israel; for into hin hand fialb 
God delivered Midian, and all the 
host. 

15 And it was so, when Gidoon 
heard tho telling of the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, that ho 
worshipped, and returned into the 
host of Israel, and said. Arise; for 
the Lord hath delivered iuto your 
hand the host of Midian. 

16 And bo divided the three hun¬ 
dred men into three companies, and 
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ne put a trumpet in every man's 
hand, with empty pitohers, and lamps 
within tho pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look on 
me, and do likewise; and, behold, 
when I come to the outside of the 
camp, it shall he that, as I do, so 
shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow 
ye tho trumpets also on every sido of 
all the oamp, and sny, The sword of 
thB Lord, and of Gideon. 

19 So Gideon, and the hundred 
men that were with him, came unto 
the outside of tho camp in the be¬ 
ginning of the middle watch; and 
they had but newly Bet the watch; 
and they blew the trumpets, and 
hrnke the pitchers that were in their 
hands. 

20 And the three companies blew 
the trumpets and brake the pitohers, 
and held tho lamps in their left 
hands, and the trumpets in thoir 
right hamlB to blow withal; and 
thoy cried, The sword of tho Lord, 
and of Gideon. 

21 And thoy stood every man in 
his place round about the camp ; and 
all tho host ran, and cried, and 
fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew tho 
trumpetB, and the Lord set every 
man’s sword against his fellow, oven 
throughout all the host; and the host 
fled to Bolh-shiHah in Zererath, and 
to the border of Abel-meholah, unto 
Tabbath. 

23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together out of Naphtali, 
and out of Asher, and out of all Ma- 
naeseh, and pursued after tho Midian- 
ites. 

24 And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all mount Ephraiui, say¬ 
ing, Como down against tho Midian- 
itos, and take boforo them the waters 
unto Bcth-harah and Jordan. Then 
all the men of Ephraim gathered 
thomsolvoB together, and took tho 
waters unto Both-barah and Jordan. 

25 And they took two princes of the 
Midinnites, Oreb and Zeeb ; and thoy 
slew Orob upon the rock Oreb, and 
Zeeb they slew at tho wine-press of 
Zcob,and pursued Midian,andbrougbt 
tho heads of Orob and Zeeb to Gideon 
on the other side Jordan. 


CHAPTER Vin. 

Gideon paeijielh the Ephraimites—Sureoth 
and Pentul are destroyed—Gideon reveng- 
eth hit brethren's death—His ephod cause 
of idolatry — Gideon's children, and death 
— The Israelites’ idolatry and ingratitude. 
ND the men of Ephraim said un¬ 
to him, Why hast thou served us 
thus, that thou calledst us not, when 
thou weutest to fight with the Mid- 
ianites ?. And they did chido with 
him sharply. 

2 And he said anto them, What 
have I done now in comparison of 
you? Is not the gleaning of the 
grapes of Ephraim better than the 
vintage of Abi-ezer ? 

3. God hath delivered into your 
hands the princes of Midian, Oreb 
and Zeeb ; and what was I able to 
do in oomparison of you ? Then their 
anger was ahated toward him, when 
he had said that. 

4 And Gideon came to Jordan, and 
passed over, he, and the threo hun¬ 
dred men that wore with him, faint, 
yet pursuing them. 

5 And he said unto the men of 
Succoth, Give, I pray you, loaves 
of bread unto the people that follow 
me ; for they be faint, and I nm pur¬ 
suing after Zobab and Zalmunna, 
kings of Midian. 

6 And the princes of Sucooth said, 
Are the hands of Zebab and Zal- 
inunna now in thine hand, that we 
should give bread unto thine army ? 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore when 
the Lord bath delivered Zcbah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then 1 
will tear your flesh with the thorns 
of the wilderness and with hriers. 

8 And ho went up thence to Pennel, 
and spake unto them likewise; and 
tho men of Penuel anBwered him 
as tho men of Suocoth had answered 
him. 

9 And he spake also unto the men 
of Penuel, saying, When I oome 
again in peace, I will break down 
this tower. 

10 Now Zcbah and Zalmunna were 
in Karkor, and their hosts with them, 
about fifteen thousand men, all that 
were left of aJl the hosts of the chil¬ 
dren of tho east; for there fell a 
hundred and twenty thousand men 
that drew sword, 

11 And Gideon went up by the 
way of them that dwelt in tents on 
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the east of Nobah and Jogbeh&h, 
and smote the host; for the host was 
secure. 

12 And when Zcbah and Zalmun- 
□a fled, ho pursued after them, and 
took the two kings of Midian, Zcbah 
and Zalmunna, and discomfited all 
the host. 

13 And Gideon the son of Joash 
returned from battle before the sun 
was up, 

14 And caught a young man of the 
men of Succoth, and inquired of 
him ; and he described onto him the 
princes of Succoth, and the elders 
thereof, even thrcc-score and seven¬ 
teen men. 

15 And he came unto the cien'of 
Sucooth, and said, Behold Zebah and 
Zalmunna, with whom ye did upbraid 
me, saying, Are the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, 
that we should give bread unto thy 
men that are weary ? 

16 And ho took the elders of the 
oity, and thorns of the wilderness, 
and briers, and with them he taught 
the men of Succoth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Pcnuel, and slew the men of the 
ci.y. 

IS Then said he unto Zcbah and 
Zalmunna, What manner of men were 
they whom ye slew at Tabor? And 
they answered, As thou art, so were 
they ; each one resembled tho chil¬ 
dren of a king. 

19 And he said, They were my 
brethren, even tho suns of my mo¬ 
ther ; as the Lord liveth, if ye hud 
saved them alive, I would not slay 
you. 

20 And he said anto Jether his first¬ 
born, Up, and slay thorn. But the 
youth drew not his sword; for he 
feared, because he was yet a youth. 

21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 
Rise thou, and fall upou us; for as 
the man is, so is his strength. And 
Gideon arose, and slew Zcbah and 
Zalmanna, and took away tho or¬ 
naments that were on their camels' 
necks. 

22 Then the men of Israel said un¬ 
to Gideon, Rule thou over us, both 
thon, and thy son, and thy son’s eon, 
also ; for thou hast delivered us from 
the hand of Midian. 

23 And Gideon said unto them, I 


will Dot rule over you, neither shall 
my son rule over you ; the Lord Bhall 
rule over you. 

24 And Gideon said unto them, 1 
would desire a request of you, that 
ye would give me every man the ear¬ 
rings of his prey. (For they had 

olden ear-rings, because they were 
shmaelitcs.) 

25 And they answered, We will 
willingly give them. Acd they spread 
a garment, and did cast therein every 
man the ear-rings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden 
ear-rings Lhat he requested was a 
thousand and seven hundred shekels 
of gold; besides ornaments, and col¬ 
lars, and purple raiment that was on 
the kings of Midian, and besides the 
chains that were about their camels’ 
necks. 

27 And Gideon made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, oven in 
Ophrah; and all Israel went thither 
a whoring after it; which thing be¬ 
came a snare unto Gideon, and to his 
house. 

23 Thus was Midian subdued be¬ 
fore the children of Israel, so that 
they lifted up their heads no more. 
And the country was in quietness 
forty years in the days of Gideon. 

29 And Jerubbaal the son of Joasb 
went and dwelt in his own house. 

30 And Gideon had three-score and 
ten sons of his body begotten ; for he 
had many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, she also bare him a son, 
whose name he called Abimelech. 

32 And Gideon the son of Joash 
died in a good old age, and was 
huried in the sepulchre of Joash 
his father, in Ophrah of the Abi- 
ezrites. 

33 And it came to pass, as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children 
of Israel turned again, and went a 
whoring after Baalim, and made 
Baal-berith their god. 

34 And the children of Israel re¬ 
membered not the Lord their God, 
who had delivered them out of the 
hands of all their enemies on every 
side; 

35 Neither showed they kindness 
to the house of Jerubbaal, namely, 
Gideon, according to all the goodness 
which he had showed onto Israel 
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CITAPTBR IX. j 

Abimelcch is made fang — JoOurm't parable 
—GaaP* com [nra cy — rotham's curse. 

ND Abimelcch tho son of Jerub- 
bnftl went to Shechem unto his 
mother’s brethren, and communed 
with them, and with all the family 
of tho house of his mother’s father, 
Baying, 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the care of 
all the men of Shcehem, Whether if) 
better for you, either that all tho 
eons of Jerubbaal, which are three¬ 
score and ten persons, reign over 
you, or that ono reign over you? re¬ 
member also that I am your bono 
and your flesh. 

3 And his mother's brethren spake 
of him in th.- ears of all the men of 
Shechem all these words; and their 
hearts inclined to follow Abimcleeh ; 
for they said, He is our brother. 

4 And they gavo him thrco-score 
and ten pieces of silver out of the 
house of Bnal-berith, wherewilh 
Abimelcch hired vain aod light per¬ 
sons, which followed him. 

5 And ho went unto bis father's 
houso at Ophrah, and slew his bre¬ 
thren the sons of Jorubbaal, being 
three-score and ten persons, upon 
one stone; notwithstanding, yet 
Jotham tho youngest son of Jerub- 
haal was left; for he hid himself. 

6 And all the mon of Shechem ga¬ 
thered together, and all the houso of 
Millo, and went and made Abimelcch 
king, by the plain of the pillar that 
was in Shechem. 

7 And when they told it to Jotham, 
ho went and stood in tho top of 
mount (leririm, and lifted up his 
voice, and cried, and said unto them, 
Hearken unto mo, ye men of Sho- 
ohom, that God may hearken unlo 
you. 

8 The trees went forth on a time to 
anoint a king ovor Iheiu; and thoy 
said onto tho oliro tree, Reign thou 
over us. 

9 But the olive treo said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, wherewith 
by me they honour God and man, 
and go to be promotod over the 
trees ? 

10 And the trees Baid to the fl g 
tree, Come thou, and reign over us. 

11 But the flg tree said unto thorn, 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and 
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my good fruit, and go to be promoted 
over the trees ? 

12 Then said Lhe trees unto the 
vino, Come thou, and reign over us. 

13 And the vine said unto them. 
Should I leave my wine, which 
cheorcth God and mau, and go to be 
promoted over the trees ? 

14 Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over 

UB. 

15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your 
trust in my shadow ; and if not, let 
fire como out of the bramble, and de¬ 
vour Lhe cedars of Lebanon. 

10 Now therefore, if ye have doco 
truly and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelcch king, and if yo have 
dealt well with Jerubbaal aDd bis 
house, and have done unto him 
according to the deserving of his 
hands; 

17 (For my father fought for you, 
and adventured his life far, and de¬ 
livered you out of the hand of 
Midian ; 

18 And ye are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, and have 
slain his sons, three-soore and ten 
porsons, upon ono stono, and have 
made Abimcleeh, the eon of his maid 
servant, king ovor the men of She¬ 
chem, because ho is your brother ;) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly and 
eiuocroly with Jerubbaal and with 
his house this day, thon rejoice ye 
in Abimcleeh, and let him also re¬ 
joice in you; 

20 But if not, let fire oome out from 
Abimelcch, and devour the men of 
Shechem, and the house of Millo: 
and lot fire come out from the men 
of Shechem, and from the house of 
Millo, and devour Abimeleoh. 

21 And Jotham ran away, and flod, 
and went to Beer, aod dw t there, 
for foar of Abimelcch his brother. 

22 When Abimeleoh had reigned 
throe years over Israol, 

23 Thon God sent an evil spirit be¬ 
tween Abimelcch and the men of 
Sheehom; and the men of Sheohem 
dealt treacherously with Abimeleoh, 

24 That the oruelty done to the 
thrce-scoro and ten eons of Jerubbaal 
might como, and their blood be laid 
upon Abimcleeh their brother, which 
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■lew tnem, and opon the men of 
Shechem, which aided him in the 
killing of his brethren. 

25 And the men of Shechem Bet 
Here in wait for him in the top of the 
mountains, and they robbed all that 
came along that way by them; and 
it was told Abimelech. 

20 And Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his hrethren, and went over to 
Shechem; and the men of Shechem 
pat their confidence in him. 

27 And they went ont into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and 
trodc the grapes, and made merry, 
and went into the house of their god, 
and did eat aDd drink, and cursed 
Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who is Abimelech, and who is She¬ 
chem, that we should serve him ? is 
not he the son of Jerubbaal ? and 
Zebul his officer? serve the men of 
Hamor the father of Shcchcm; for 
why should we serve him? 

29 And would to God these people 
were under my hand! then would I 
remove Ahimclccli. And ho said to 
Abimelech, Increase thine army, and 
come out. 

30 And when Zehul the ruler of the 
city heard the words of Gaal the Bon 
of Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto 
Abimelech privily, sayiDg, Behold, 
Gaal tne son of Ebed and his bre¬ 
thren be come to Shechem : and, bo- 
hold, they fortify the city against 
thee. 

32 New therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with thee, and 
lie in wait in the field; 

33 And it shall be, that in the 
morning, as soon as the sun is up, 
thou shalt rise early, and set upon 
the oily; and, behold, when he and 
the people that is with him come out 
against thee, then mayest thou do to 
them as thou shalt find occasion. 

34 And Abimelech rose up, and all 
the people that were with him, hy 
night, and they laid wait against 
6heohem in four companies. 

35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went 
out, and stood in the entering of tho 
gate of the city; and Abimeleoh rose 
op, and the people that were with 
him, from lying in wait. 

10 And w hen Gaal saw the people, 


he said to Zebul, Behold, there come 
people down from the top of the 
mountains. And Zebul said unto 
him, Thou seest the shadow of the 
mountains as if they were men. 

37 And Gaal spoke again and said, 
See, there come people down hy the 
middle of the land, and another com¬ 
pany come along by the plain of 
Meonenim. 

38 Then said Zebul unto him, Where 
is now thy mouth, wherewith thou 
saidst, Who is Abimelech, that we 
Bhould serve him ? is not this the 
people that thou hast despiied? go 
out, I pray now, and fight wi*.h 
them. 

39 And Gaal went out before the 
men of Shechem, and fonght with 
Abimelech. 

40 And Abimelech chased him, and 
he fled before him, and many were 
overthrown and wounded, even unto 
the entering of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech dwelt at Aru- 
mab; and Zebul thrust out Gaal and 
his brethren, that they should not 
dwell in Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the people went out into the 
field ; and they told Ahimeloch. 

43 And ho took the people, and di 
vided them into three companies, and 
laid wait in the field, and looked, aod, 
behold, the people were come forth 
out of the city; and he rose up 

; against them, and smote them. 

1 44 And Abimelech, and the com¬ 
pany that was with him, rushed for¬ 
ward. and stood in the entering of 
the gate of the city; and the two 
other companies ran upon all the 
people that were in the fields, and 
slew them. 

45 And Abimolcch fought against 
the city all that day; and he took 
the city, and slew the people that 
was therein, and heat down the city, 
and sowed it with salt. 

40 And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, they 
entered into a hold of the house of 
tho god Bcrith. 

47 And it was told Abimeleoh, that 
all the men of the tower of Sheohem 
were gatherod together. 

48 And Abimeleoh gat him up to 
mount Zalmon, he and all the people 
that were with him; and Abimeleoh

look an axe in bis hand, and out 
il-i ivn a bough from the trees, and 
took it, and laid it on hie shoulder, 
and said unto the people that were 
with him, What ye havo seen me do, 
make haste, and do as I havo done. 

49 And all the peoplo likowise cut 
down every man his bough, and fol¬ 
lowed Abimelooh, and put them to 
tho hold, and set the hold on fire 
upon them; so that all the men of 
the tower of Shechom died also, ahout 
a thousand men and women. 

50 Then went Abimcloch to Thebez, 
and encamped against Thebez, and 
took it. 

51 But there was a strong tower 
within the oity, and thither fled all 
tho men and women, and all they of 
the oity, and shut it to them, and gat 
them up to tho top of the tower. 

52 And Abimelech oame unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and 
wont hard unto the door of the tower 
to burn it with fire. 

53 And a certain woman cast a 
pioco of a millstone upon Abiine- 
lech's hoad, and all to brake his 
skull. 

54 Then he called hastily unto the 
young man his armour-bearer, and 
said unto him, Draw thy sword, and 
slay me, that tho mon say not of me, 
A woman slow him. And his young 
man thrust him through, aod he died. 

55 And when the men of Israel saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de¬ 
parted every man unto his place. 

66 Thus God rendered the wicked¬ 
ness of Abimelech, which he did unto 
his fftthor, in slaying his seventy 
brethren ; 

57 And all Lho evil of the mon of 
Sheohem did God render upon their 
heads; and upon them oame the 
ourse of Jothun the son of Jeruh- 
baal. 

CHAPTER X. 

TUa jiulgdh Jrrael—They are oppressed — 
Upon their repentance uod piiielh them. 
ND al'tor Abimelooh there arose 
to defend Israel Tola tho son 
of Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of 
Issaohar; and he dwolt iu Shamir in 
mount Ephraim. 

2 And be judged Israel twenty and 
three yearB, and died, and was buried 
In Shauir. 

8 And after him arose Jair, a Gil¬ 


eadite, and judged Israel twenty and 
two years. 

4 And he had thirty sons that rode 
ou thirty ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Havoth-jair 
unto this day, which are in the land 
of Gilead. 

5 And Jair died, and was buried in 
Camon. 

6 And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lord, 
and served Baalim, and Ashtaroth, 
and the gods of Syria, and the gods 
of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and 
the gods of the children of Ammon, 
and the gods of the Philistines, and 
forsook the Lord, and served him not. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and ho sold them 
into the hands of tho Philistines, 
and into the hands of the children 
of Ammon. 

8 And that year they vexed and 
oppressed the children of Israel; 
eighteen years, all the children of 
Israel that were on the other side 
Jordan in the land of the Amorites 
which is in Gilead. 

9 Moreover the children of Ammon 
passed over Jordan to fight also 
against Judah, and against Benja¬ 
min, and against the house of 
Ephraim; so that Israel was sore 
distressed. 

10 And the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord, saying, We have sinned 
against thee, both because we have 
forsaken our God, and also served 
Baalim. 

11 And the Lord said unto the 
childron of Israel, Did not I de¬ 
liver you from the Egyptians, and 
from the Amorites, from the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, and from tho Phil¬ 
istines? 

12 The Zidonians also, and the 
Amalekites, and the Maonites, did 
oppress yon; and ye cried to me, 
and I delivered you out of their 
hand. 

13 Yet yo have forsaken me, and 
served other gods; wherefore I will 
doliver you no more. 

14 Go and ory unto the gods whioh 
ye have ohoBen ; let them deliver you 
in the time of your trihulation. 

15 And the children of Israel said 
unto the Lord, We have sinned; do 
thou unto us wiiatsoover seeireth 
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good unto the a; deliver us only, we 
pray thee, this day. 

16 And they put away tho strange 
gods from among them, and served 
the Lord; and hie soul wae grieved 
for the misery of Israel. 

17 Then the children of AmmoD 
were gathered together, and en- 
oamped in Gilead. And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel assembled themselves 
together, and encamped in Mizpch. 

18 And the people and princes of 
Gilead said to one another, What 
man iB he that will begin to Gght 
against the children of Ammon? he 
shall bo head over all the inhabitants 
of Gilead. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The covenant of Jephthah, — Jephthah'» vow . 
OW Jephthah the Gileadite was 
a mighty man of valour, and he 
was the son of a harlot; and Gilead 
begat Jephthah. 

2 And Gilead’s wife bare him sons ; 
and his wife’s eons grew up, and they 
thrust out Jephthah, and said unto 
him, Thou shalt not inherit in our 
father’s house; for thou art the son 
of a strange woman. 

3 Then Jephthah fled from his bre¬ 
thren, and dwelt in the land of Tob; 
and there were gathered vain men to 
Jephthah, and went out with him. 

4 And it came to pass in proeeBS of 
time, that the children of Ammon 
made war against Israel. 

5 And it was so, that when the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon made war against 
Israel, the elders of Gilead went to 
fetoh Jephthah out of the lund of 
Tob; 

6 And they said unto Jephthah, 
Como, and bo our captain, that we 
may fight with the ohildrcn of Am¬ 
mon. 

7 And Jephthah said unto tho elders 
of Gilead, Did not yo halo me, and 
expel mo out of my father’s house? 
and why are yo como unto mo now 
when ye are in distress ? 

8 And the elders of Gilead said 
onto Jephthah, Therefore wo turn 
again to thee now, that thou mayest 
go with us, and fight against the 
ohildrcn of Ammon, and be our head 
over all tho inhabitants of Gilcnd. 

0 And Jephthah said unto the ciders 
of Giload, If ye bring me home again 
to fight against the children of Am¬ 


mon, and the Lord deliver them be¬ 
fore me, shall I be your head? 

10 And the elders of Gilead Baid 
unto Jephthah, The Lord be witness 
between us, if wc do not so according 
to thy words. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the 
elders of Gilead, and the people made 
him head and captain over them; 
And Jephthah uttered All his words 
before the Lord in Mizpch. 

12 And Jephthah sent messengers 
unto the king of the children of Am¬ 
mon, saying, What hast thou to do 
with me, that thou art come against 
me to fight in my land? 

13 And the king of the children of 
Ammon answered unto the messen¬ 
gers of Jephthah, Decause Israel took 
away my land, when they came up 
out of Egypt, from Arnon even onto 
Jahbok, and unto Jordan; now there¬ 
fore restore those lands again peace¬ 
ably. 

14 And Jephthah sent messengers 
again unto the king of the children 
of Ammon; 

15 And said unto him, Thus saith 
Jephthah, Israel took not away the 
land of Moab, nor the land of the 
children of Ammon ; 

10 But when Israel came up from 
Egypt, and walked through tne wil¬ 
derness unto the Red sea, and came 
to Kadesh; 

17 Then Israel Bent messengers 
unto the king of Edom, saying, Let 
me, I pray thee, pass through thy 
land; but the king of Edom would 
not hearken thereto. And in like 
manner they sent unto the kiDg of 
Moab; but he would not consent; 
and Israel abodo in Kadcsh. 

18 Then they went along through 
the wilderness, and compassed the 
land of Edom, and the land of Moab, 
and came by tho cast side of the land 
of Moab, and pitched on the other 
side of Arnon, Dut came not withii 
the border of Moab; for Arnon was 
the border of Moab. 

19 And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king 
of lloshbon ; and Israel said unto him, 
Let us pass, wo pray thee, through 
thy land into my place. 

20 But Sihon trusted not Israel 
to pAss through his coast; hut Sihon 
gathered all his people together, and 
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•itched in Jahac, and fought againBt 

sracl. 

21 And the Lord Ood of Israel de¬ 
livered Sihon and all his people into 
the hand of Israel, and they emote 
them; so Israel possessed all the land 
of the Amorites, the inhabitants of 
that oountry. 

22 And they possessed all the coasts 
of the Amorites, from Arnon even 
unto Jabbok, and from the wilderness 
even unto Jordan. 

23 So now the Lord God of Israel 
hath dispossessed the Amorites from 
before his pcoplo Israel, and ehouldest 
thou possess it ? 

24 Wilt not thou posseBB that which 
Chemosh thy god giveth thee to pos¬ 
sess ? So whomsoever the Lord our 
God shall drive out from before ub, 
them will we possess. 

25 And now art thou any thing 
better than Iialak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab ? did he ever Btrivo 
agninst Israel, or did he ovor Gght 
against them, 

2(1 While Israol dwelt in Hcshbon 
and her towns, and in Aroer and her 
towns, and in all the cities that be 
along by the coasts of Arnon, threo 
hundrod years? why therefore did ye 
not recover them within that time? 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned 
uguinst thco, but thon doest me 
wrong to war against me; tho Lord 
tbo Judge bo judge this day between 
the children of Israol and the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon. 

28 Ilowbcit tho king of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon hearkened not unto 
the words of Jcphthah which ho sent 
him. 

29 Then tho Spirit of the Lord 
came upon Jephthah, and ho passed 
over Gilead, and Manassch, and 

f Hissed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and 
rom Mizpeh of Gilead ho passed 
over unto tho children of Ammon. 

30 And Jcphthah vowed a vow unto 
the Lord, and said, If thou shalt 
without fail deliver tho ohildrcn of 
Ammon into my hands, 

31 Thon it shall be, that whatso¬ 
ever oomoth forth of tho doors of my 
house to meet me, when I return in 
peace from tho children of Ammon, 
■hall surely be tho Lord's, and I will 
offer it up for a hurnt offering. 

32 So Jephthah passed over unto tho 


children of Ammon to fight against 
them ; and the Lord delivered them 
into his hands. 

33 And he Brnolo them from Aroer, 
even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, aDd unto the plain of 
the vineynrds, with a very great 
slaughter. Thus the children of Am¬ 
mon were subdued before the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

34 And Jcphthah came to Miz¬ 
peh unto his house, and behold, hie 
daughter eame out to meet him with 
timbrels and with dances; and she 
was his only child ; beside her he had 
neither son nor daughter. 

35 And it came to pass, when he 
saw her, that he rent his clothes, and 
said, Alas, my daughter! thou ha9t 
brought me very low, and thou arL 
one of them that trouble me; for I 
have opened my mouth unto the 
Lord, and I cannot go back. 

36 And she said unto him, My fa¬ 
ther, if thou hast opened thy mouth 
unto the Lord, do to me according to 
that which hath proceeded out of thy 
mouth; forasmuch as the Lord hath 
taken vengeance for thee of thine 
enemies, even of Lhe children of Am¬ 
mon. 

37 And she said unto her father, 
Let this thing bo done for me; let me 
alone (wo months, that I may go up 
and down upon the mountains, and 
bewail my virginity, I and my fel¬ 
lows. 

38 And he said, Go. And he sent 
her away for two months; and she 
went with her companions, and be¬ 
wailed her virginity upon the moun¬ 
tains. 

39 And it camo to pass at the end 
of two months, that she returned 
utilo her father, who did with her 
according to his vow which ho had 
vowed ; and she knew no man. And 
it was a custom in Israel, 

40 That tho daughters of Israel 
went yearly to lament tho daughter 
of Jcphthah the Giloadito four days 
in a year. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The Shibboltih-^Jephihah dieth—lb urn. 

/’Ion, and Abdun, judged Itrail. 

ND the men of Ephraim gathered 
themselves Logelher, and went 
Dorthward, and said unto Jephthah, 
Whorofore passedst thou over to fight

against the children of Ammon, and 
didst not call us to go with thee? we 
will burn thine house upon thee with 
li re. 

2 And Jephthah said unto them, I 
and my people were at great strifo 
with the ohudren of Ammon; and 
when I called you, ye delivered me 
not out of their hands. 

3 And when I saw that ye delivered 
me not, I put my life in my hands, 
and passed over against the children 
of AramoD, and the Lord delivered 
them into my hand ; wherefore then 
are yc come up unto me this day, to 
fight against me? 

4 Then Jephthah gathered together 
all the men of Gilead, and fought 
with Ephraim; and the men of Gil¬ 
ead smote Ephraim, because they 
said. Ye Gileadites are fugitives of 
Ephraim among the Ephraimites, 
and among the Manassites. 

5 And tho Gileadites took the pas¬ 
sages of Jordan before the Ephraim¬ 
ites; and it was so, that when those 
Ephraimites which were escaped said, 
Let me go over, that the men of Gilead 
said unto him. Art thou an Ephraim- 
ite? If ho said, Nay ; 

6 Then said they unto him, Say 
now Shibboleth; and ho said Sib- 
bolet; for he could not frame to 

ronounce it right. Then they took 

im, and slew him at tho passages 
of Jordan; and there fell at that 
time of the Ephraimites forty and 
two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel sii 
years. Then died Jephthah the Gil¬ 
eadite, and was buried in one of the 
cities of Gilead. 

8 And after him Ibzan of Beth-lehcin 
judged Israel. 

9 And he had thirty eons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad 
for his sons. And ho judged Israel 
seven years. 

10 Then died Ibzan, and was buried 
at Beth-lehem. 

11 And after him Elon, a Zcbulon- 
ite, judged Israel; and he judged 
Israel ten years. 

12 And Eton the Zobulonite died, 
and was buried in Aijalon in the 
country of Zebulun. 

13 And after him Abdon the son of 
Hillcl, a Pirathonite, judged Israel. 


14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
nephews, that rode on three-score and 
ten ass coltB; and he judged Israel 
eight years. 

15 And Abdon the son of Hillcl the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried iu 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in 
the mount of the Amulekites. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Israel is tn the hands of the Philistines —> n 
angel appearePt to Manoah's wife, and to 
Manoah — Hannah's sacrifice—Samson u 
born. 

XD the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the 
Lord; and tho Lord delivered them 
into the hands of the Philistines forty 
years. 

2 And there was a certain man of 
Zorah, of the family of the Danitee, 
whose name was Manoah; and his 
wife was barren, and bare not. 

3 And the angel of the Lord ap 

K eared unto the woman, and said nnto 
er, Behold now, Ihon arl barren, and 
hearest not; but thou shall conceive, 
and bear a sou. 

4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, 
and drink not wine nor strong drink, 
and eat not any unclean thing; 

5 For, Io, thou shalt conceive, and 
bear a son ; and no razor shall come 
on his head; for the child shall he a 
Nazarite unto God from the womb; 
and he shall begin to deliver Israel 
out of the hand of the Philistines. 

6 Then the woman came and told 
her husband, saying, A man of God 
came unto me, and his countenance 
was like the countenance of an angel 
of God, very terrible; but I asked 
him not whence he was, neither told 
he me his name; 

7 But he said unto me, Behold, thou 
shalt conceive, and bear a eon ; and 
now drink no wine nor strong drink, 
neither eat any unclean thing; for 
the child shall be a Nazarite to God 
from the womb to the day ot his 
death. 

6 Then Manoah entreated the Lord, 
and said, 0 my Lord, let the man of 
God which thou didst send come again 
unto us, and teach us what we shall 
do unto the ohild that shall be 
born. 

9 And God hearkened to the voioe 
of Manoah; and the angel of God 
oame again nnto tho woman as she 
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sat in the field ; tut Manoah her hus¬ 
band was not with her. 

10 And the woman made baste, and 
ran, and showed her husband, and 
said unto him, Behold, Ihe man hath 
appeared untome, that came unto me 
the other day. 

11 And Manoah arose, and went 
after his wife, and came to the man, 
and said unto him, Art thou the man 
that spakost unto the woman? And 
he said, I Am. 

12 And Manoah said. Now let thy 
words come to pass. IIow shall wo 
order the ohild, and how shall we do 
unto him ? 

13 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Manoah, Of all that I said unto 
the woman let hor beware. 

14 She may not eat of any thing 
that cometh of the vine, neither let 
her drink wine or strong drink, nor 
eat any unclean thing; all that I 
commanded hor lot hor observe. 

15 And Manoah said unto the angel 
of the Lord, 1 pray thee, Let us de¬ 
tain thee, until we shall have made 
ready a kid for thee. 

10 And the angel of Lho Lord said 
unto Manoah, Though thou detain 
me, I will not eat of thy bread ; and 
if thou wilt offer a burnt offering, 
thou must offer it unto tho Lord. 
For Manoah know not that he was an 
angel of tho Lord. 

17 And Manoah said unto tho angel 
of tho Lord, What is thy name, that 
whon thy sayings come to pass we 
may do thee honour ? 

16 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto him, Why aekost Lhou thus after 
my name, seeing it is secret? 

10 So Manoah took a kid with a 
moat offering, and offered ft upon a 
rock unto the Lord; and Lhe angel 
did wondrously; and Manoah and his 
wife looked on. 

20 For it oame to pass, when the 
flame went up toward heaven from 
off the altar, that the angel of tho 
Lord asoonded in the flame of tho 
altar; and Manoah and his wife 
looked ou it, and fell on their faces 
to tho ground. 

21 But the angel of the Lord did no 
more appear to Manoah and to his 
wife. Then Manoah know tbat he 
Was an angel of the Lord. 

22 And Manoah said unto his wife, 


We shall surely die, because we have 
seen God. 

23 But his wife said unto him, If 
the Lord were pleased to kill us, he 
would not have received a burnt offer¬ 
ing and a meatoffering at our hnnds, 
neither would he have showed us all 
these things, nor would as at this 
time have told us such 'hings as 
these. 

24 And the woman bare a son, and 
called his name Samson; and the 
child grew, and the Lord blessed 
him. 

25 And the Spirit of the Lord began 
to move him at times in the camp of 
Dan between Zorah and Eshtaol. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Samson hrilldh a lion—Hefindelh honey in 

the carcass — Samson's marriage feast — 

IJis riddle — He spoileth thirty Philistines. 
ND Samson went down to Tim- 
nalh, and saw a woman in Tim- 
naLh of tho daughters of the Philis¬ 
tines. 

2 And he came up, und told hiB 
father and his molhcr, and said, I 
have seen a woman in Timnath of 
the daughters of the Philistines; now 
therefore get her for me to wife. 

3 Then his father and his mother 
said unto him, Is there never a 
woman among the daughters of thy 
brethren, or among all my people, 
that thou goest to take a wife of the 
uncircumcised Philistines ? And Sam¬ 
son said unto his father, Get her for 
me; for she ploaseth me well. 

4 But his father and bis mother 
knew not that it was of the Lord, 
that he sought an oocasion against 
tho Philistines; for at that time tho 
Philistines had dominion over Israel. 

5 Then went Samson down, and 
his fathor and his mother, to Tim- 
nalh, and came to the vineyards of 
Timnath; and, behold, a young lion 
roared against him. 

6 And the Spirit of the Lord oame 
mightily upon him, and be rent him 
as ho would have rent a kid, and be 
had nothing in his hand; but he told 
not his father or his mother what he 
had done. 

7 And he wont down, and talked 
with the woman ; and she pleaBed 
Samson well. 

6 And after a time he returned to 
take hor, and he turned aside to see the 
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carcase of the lion ; and, behold, there 
was a swarm of bees and honey in 
the carcass of the lion. 

9 And he took thereof in his bands, 
and went on eating, and came to his 
father and mother, and ho gave them, 
and they did eat; but he told not 
them that he had taken the honey 
out of the carcass of the lion. 

10 So his father went down unto 
the woman ; and Samson made there 
a feast; for so used the young men 
to do. 

11 And it cajne to pass, when they 
saw him, that they brought thirty 
companions to be with him. 

12 And Samson said unto them, I 
will now put forth a riddle unto you; 
if ye can oertainly declare it me 
within the seven days of the feast, 
and find it out, then I will give you 
thirty sheets and thirty change of 
garments ; 

13 But if ye oannot declare it me, 
then shall ye give me thirty Bhcete 
and thirty ohRnge of garments. And 
they said nnto him, Put forth thy 
riddle, that we may hear it. 

14 And he said unto them, Out of 
the eater came forth meat, and out 
of the strong came forth sweetness. 
And they could not in three days ex¬ 
pound the riddle. 

15 And it came to pass on the 
Bevenlh day, that they said unto Sam¬ 
son’s wife, Entice thy husband, that 
he may declare unto us the riddle, 
lest we burn thee and thy father’s 
honse with fire ; have ye called us to 
take that we have ? is it not so ? 

16 And Samson’s wife wept before 
him, and said, Thou dost but hate me, 
and lovest me not; thou hast put 
forth a riddle unto the children of 
my people, and hast not told it me. 
And he said unto her, Behold, I have 
not told it my father nor my mother, 
and shall I tell it thee ? 

17 And she wept before him the 
seven days, whilo their feast lasted ; 
and it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that he told her, because sho 
lay sore upon him ; and sho told the 
riddle to toe children of her people. 

18 And the men of the city said 
unto him on the seventh day before 
the sun went down, What is sweeter 
than honey? and what iB stronger 
than a lion ? And he said nnto them, 


If ye had not ploughed with iny hei¬ 
fer, ye had not found out my riddle. 

19 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon him, and he went down to Ash- 
kelon, and slew thirty men of them, 
and took their spoil, and gave change 
of garments unto them which ex¬ 
pounded the riddle. And his anger 
was kindled, and he went up to his 
father’s house. 

20 But Samson’s wife was given to 
his companion, whom he had used as 
his friend. 

CHAPTER XV. 

i&xmjon it denied hit wife—He tnimeth the 
Philistines’ earn—Hit wife and her father 
are bum!—He it bound by the men of 
Judah , and delivered to the IhHitlinet— 
He killcth Utem with a jawbone—God 
maketh a fountain far Aim. 

UT it came to pose within a while 
after, in the time of wheat har¬ 
vest, that Samson visited his wife 
with a kid ; and he said, I will go in 
to my wife into the chamber. But 
her father would not suffer him to go 
in.' 

2 And her father Baid, I verily 
thought that thou hadst utterly haled 
her; therefore I gave her to thy com 
paniou ; is not her younger sister 
fairer than she ? take her, I pray 
thee, instead of her. 

3 And Samson said concerning 
them, Now shall I be more blameless 
than the Philistines, though I do 
them a displeasure. 

4 And Samson went and caught 
three hundred foxes, and took fire¬ 
brands, and turned tail to tail, and 
put a firebrand in the midst between 
two tails. 

5 And when he had set the brands 
on fire, he let thorn go into the stand¬ 
ing corn of the Philistines, and burnt 
np both the shocks, and also the 
standing corn, with the vineyard# 
and olives. 

6 Then the Philistines said, Who 
hath dono this? And they an.wor- 
ed, Samson, the son-in-law of the 
Timnitc, because he had taken his 
wife, and given her to his compan¬ 
ion. And the Philistines came up, 
and burnt her and her father with 
fire. 

7 And Samson said unto them, 
Though ye havo done this, yet will I 
be avenged of you, and after thst I 
will oease. 
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8 And be smote them hip and thigh 
with a great slaughtor; and he went 
down and dwelt in the top of the 
rock Etam. 

9 Then the Philistines went up, 
and pitched in Judah, and spread 
themsolvos in Lchi. 

10 And the men of Judah said, 
Why are ye come up against us ? 
And thej answered, To bind Samson 
are wo ceme up, to do to him as be 
hath done to us. 

11 Then three thousand men of 
Judah wont to the top of the rock 
Etam, and said to SamBon, Knowcst 
thou not that tho Philistines are 
rulers over us ? what is thiB that thou 
bust done unto us ? And ho said un¬ 
to them, As they did unto me, so-have 
I dono unto them. 

12 And they said unto him, We are 
como down to hind thoc, Lhal wo may 
deliver thco into tho hand of the 
Philistines. And Samson said unto 
them, Swear unto me, that ye will not 
fall upon mo yourselves. 

13 And they spake unto him, say¬ 
ing, No; but wo will bind thoo fast, 
and deliver ihee into their hand; 
but surely we will not kill thee. 
And they bound him with two now 
cords, and hrought him up from tho 
rook. 

14 And when he same into Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted against him ; 
and the Spirit of the Lord catno 
mightily upon him, and the cords 
that wore upon his arms bocamo as 
flax that was burnt with Ore, and his 
bands loosed from off his hands. 

15 And ho found a now jawbone of 
an ass, and nut forth his hand, and 
took it, ana slow a thousand men 
therewith. 

lfl And Samson said, With tho juw 
bono of an ass, heaps upon heaps, 
with tho jaw of an nss have I slain a 
thousand men. 

17 And it oaine to pass, when he 
had mado an end of speaking, that 
he east away tho jawbone out of his 
hand, and called that place Ramath- 
lehi. 

18 And he was sore athirst, and 
aallod on tho Lord, and said, Thou 
hast given this great delivoranco into 
the hand of thy sorvant; and now 
shall I die for thirst, and fall into tho 
hand of the uncireumoised f 


19 But God clave a hollow place 
that was in the jaw, and there came 
water thereout; and when he had 
drunk, his spirit came again, and he 
revived; wherefore he called the 
name thereof En-hakkore, which ii 
in Lchi unto this day. 

20 And he judged Israel in the days 
of the Philistines twenty years. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Smistm airrieih away the gates of thecityof 

Gain—Delilah enlieeth him—His eyes art 

put out—lie dieth. 

I1EN went Samson to Gaza, and 
euw there a harlot, and went in 
unto her. 

2 Aud it was told the Gazites, say¬ 
ing, Samson is come hither. And 
they compassed him in, and laid wait 
for him all night in the gate of the 
city, And were quiet all the night, 
saying, In tho morning, when it is 
day, we shall kill him. 

3 And Samson lay till midnight, 
and arose at midnight, and took the 
doors of the gate of tho city, and the 
two posts, and went away with them, 
bar and nil, and put them upon his 
shoulders, and carried them up to 
the top of a hill that is hefore 
Hebron. 

4 And it came to pasB afterward, 
that he loved a woman in the valley 
of Sorok, whoso name was Delilah. 

5 And the lordB of the Philistines 
came up unto her, and said unto her, 
Entice him, and Bee wherein his 
groat strength lieth, and by what 
means wo may provail against him, 
that we may hind him to affliot him; 
and we will give thee every one of ns 
eloveti hundred pieces of silver. 

6 And Delilab said to Samson, Tell 
mo, I pray thoo, wherein thy great 
strongtn lieth, and wherewith thou 
inightest bo bound to afflict thee. 

7 And Samson said unto hor, If 
they bind me with seven green withe 
that woro never dried, thou shall I be 
weak, and bo as another man. 

8 Then tho lords of the Philistines 
brought up to hor soveD green withe 
which had not hoen dried, and she 
hound him with thorn. 

9 Now there woro men lying in 
wait, abiding with her in the chamber. 
And she said unto him, The Phili¬ 
stines be upon thee, Samson. And he 
brake the with?, as a thread of tow 
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soo 

1b broken when it louchcth the fire. 
So his strength was not known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies; now tell me, I pray 
thee, wherewith thou mighteat be 
bound. 

11 And he eaid unto her, If they 
bind me fast with new ropes that 
never were occupied, Lhen shall I be 
weak, and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said 
unto him, The Philistines bo upon 
thee, Samson. And there were Here 
in wait abiding in the chamber. And 
he brake them from off his arms liko 
a thread. 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thon hast mocked me, and 
told me lies; tell mo wherewith thou 
□lightest be bound. And he said 
unto her, If thon weavest the seven 
locks of my head with the web. 

14 And she fastened it with the pin, 
and eaid unto him, The Philistines 
be upon thee, Samson. And he 
awaked out of his Bleep, and went 
away with the pin of the beam, and 
with the web. 

15 And she eaid unto him, How 
oanst thou say, I love thee, when 
thine heart is not with mo? Thou 
hast mocked me these three timcB, 
and hast not told me wherein thy 
great strength lieth. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, 
and urged him, so that his soul was 
vexed unto death ; 

17 That he told her all his heart, 
and said unto her, There hath not 
come a razor upon mine head; for I 
have been a Nazarito unto God from 
my mother's womb; if I bo shaven, 
then my strength will go from me, 
and I shall become weak, and be like 
any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he 
had told her all his heart, she sent 
and called for the lords of the Phi¬ 
listines, saying, Come up this once, 
for he hath showed mo all his hoart. 
Then the lords of the Philistines came 
up unto her, and brought money in 
their hand. 

10 And she made him sleep upon 
her knees; and she called for a man, 
and she caused him to shave off the 


seven locks of his head; and she 
began to afflict him, and his strength 
went from him. 

20 And she said, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. Aud he awoke 
out of hie sleep, and said, 1 will go 
out as at other times before, and 
Bhake myself. And he wist not that 
the Lord was departed from him. 

21 But the Philistines took him, and 
put out his eyes, and hrougkt him 
down to Gaza, and bound him with 
fetters of brass; and he did grind in 
Ihe prison house. 

22 llowbeit the hair of his head 
began to grow again after he was 
shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, 
and to rejoice; for they said, Our 
god hath delivered Samson our 
enemy into our hand. 

24 And when the people saw him, 
they praised their god ; for they said. 
Our god hath delivered into our hands 
our enemy, and the destroyer of our 
country, which slew many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said, 
Call for Samson, that he may make 
us sport. And they called for Sam 
son out of the prison house; and he 
made them sport; and thoy set him 
between the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto tbe lad 
that held him by the hand, Suffer me 
that I may feel the pillars whereupon 
the house standeth, that I may lean 
upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men 
and women ; and all the lords of the 
Philistines were there; and there 
were upon the roof about three 
thousand men and women, that heheld 
while Samson made sport. 

29 And Samson oalled unto the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord God, remem¬ 
ber me, I pray thee, and strengthen 
me, 1 pray thee, only this onoe, 0 
God, that I may be at once avenged 
of tho Philistines for my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars upon whioh the 
house stood, and on which it was 
borne up, of the one with his right 
hand, and of tho other wfth his left. 

30 And Samson said, Let me die 
with the Philistines. And he bowed 
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himself with all his might; and the 
house fell upon the lords, aad upon 
all the people that were therein. So 
the dead which he slew at hie death 
were more than they which he slew 
in his life. 

31 Then his hrelhren and all the 
bouse of his fathor came down, and 
tooh him, and brought him up, and 
buried him between Zorah and Esh- 
taol in the burying-placc of Manonh 
his father. And he judged Israel 
twenty years. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Of the money that Micah stole—Bis mother 
maktih images—lit hirelh a Levitt to be 
his priest. 

ND there was a man of mount 
Ephraim, whose name was Mi- 

cah. 

2 And he said unto hie mother, The 
cloven hundred shekels of silver that 
were taken from thee, about which 
thou cursodst, and spakest of also in 
mine ears, behold, the silver is with 
mo; I took it. And his mother said, 
Dlossed be thou of tho Lord, my son. 

3 And when he had restored tho 
eleven hundred shekels of silver to 
his mother, his mother said, I had 
wholly dedicated the silver unto the 
Lord from my hand for my eon, to 
mako a graven image and a molten 
imago; now therefore I will restore 
it unto Lhec. 

4 Yet he restored the monoy unto 
his mother; and hie mother took 
two hundred ebekols of silver, end 
gave them to the founder, who mado 
thereof a graven image and a molten 
image; and they were in the bouse 
of Micah, 

6 And the man Micah had a house 
of gods, and made an eptiou, and tera- 
phiro, and consecrated one of hin 
sons, who beonme his priest. 

fl In those days there was no king 
in Israel, but evorv man did that 
which was right in his own eyes. 

7 And there was a young man out 
of Jlctli-lohem-judah of the family 
of Judah, who was a Levilc, and he 
sojourned there. 

8 And tho man departed out of the 
oity from Helh-Iohoni-judah to so¬ 
journ where ho eould find a plaoe; 
and he came to mount Ephraim to 
tho house of Mioah, as he journeyed. 

0 And Micah said unto him, Whence 


oomest thou? And he said unto him, 
I am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah 
and I go to sojourn where I may find 
a place. 

10 And Mioah said onto him, Dwell 
with mo, and bo unto me a father 
and a priest, and I will give theo ten 
shekels of silver by the year, and a 
suit of apparel, and thy victuals. So 
the Levite went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man ; and the young 
man was unto him ns one of his 
sons. 

12 And Micah oonsccrated the 
Levite; and the young man became 
his priest, and was in tho house of 
Micah. 

13 Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the Lord will do me good, see¬ 
ing I have a Levite to my priest. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

The Danites seek an inheritance—They bring 

back news of good hope—They rob Micah 

—They set up idolatry. 

N thoso days there was no king 
in Israel ; and in thoso days the 
tribe of the Danites sought them an 
inheritance to dwell in; for unto that 
day all their inheritance had not fall¬ 
en unto them among the trihes of Is¬ 
rael. 

2 And the children of Dan sent 
of their family five men from their 
ooasts, men of valour, from Zorah, 
and from Eshtaol, to spy out the 
land, and to eearoh it; and they said 
unto them, Go, search the land; who 
when they came to mount Ephraim, 
to the house of Mioah, they lodged 
there. 

3 When they were by the house of 

Micah, they know the voice of the 
young man the Levite: and they 
turned in thither, him, 

Who brought theo hither? and w;..l 
makest thou in this place? and what 
hast thou hero ? 

4 And ho said unto them, Thus aud 
thus dealeth Mioah with mo, and hath 
hired me, and I am his pricBt. 

5 And they said unto him, Ask 
counsel, we pray thee, of God, that 
wo may know whether our way which 
we go shall be prosperous. 

6 And the prieBt said unto them, 
Go in pcaoe ; oefore the Lord is your 
way wherein ye go. 

7 Then the five men departed, and 
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nine to Latah, and saw the people l 
that were therein, how they dwelt 
O&reless, after the manner of the Zi- 
donians, quiet and secure; and there 
was no magistrate in the land, that 
might put them to shame in any¬ 
thing; and they were far from the 
ZidoDians, and had no business with 
any man. 

8 And they came onto their bre¬ 
thren to Zorah and Eshtaol; and their 
brethren said unto them, What say 
ye? 

0 And they said, Arise, that we 
may go up against them; for we 
have seen the land, and, behold, it 
is very good; and are ye still ? be 
not slothful to go, and to enter to 
possess the land. 

10 When ye go, ye shall come on¬ 
to a people secure, and to a large 
land; for God hath given it into 
your hands; a place where there is 
no want of anything that is in the 
earth. 

11 And there went from thence of 
the family of the Danites, out of 
Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hun¬ 
dred men appointed with weapons 
of war. 

12 And they went up, and pitched 
In Kirjath-jearim, in Judah ; where¬ 
fore they called that place Mahaneh- 
dan unto this day; Dehold, it ib be¬ 
hind Kiijath-jearim. 

13 And they passed thence unto 
mount Ephraim, and came unto the 
house of Mioah. 

14 Then answered the five men 
that went to spy out the country of 
LaiBh, and said onto their brethren, 
Do ye know that there is in thc?e 
houses an ephod, and teraphim, and 
a graven image, and a molten image? 
now therefore consider what ye have 
to do. 

15 And they turned thitherward, 
and a&me to the house of the young 
man the Levite, even unto the house 
of Micah, and saluted him. 

10 And the six hundred men ap¬ 
pointed with thoir weapons of war, 
whioh were of the children of Dan, 
stood by tho entering of the gate. 

17 And the five men that went to 
spy oat the land went ap, and came 
lu thither, and took the graven image, 
and the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the molton image; and the priest 


stood in Lhe entering of the gate with 
the six hundred men that were ap¬ 
pointed with weapons of war. 

18 And these went into Micah’a 
house, and fetched the carved image, 
the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image. Then said the priest 
unto them, What do ye ? 

19 And they Eaid onto him, Hold 
thy peace, lay thine hand upon thy 
mouth, and go with us, and be to us 
a father aud a priest; i9 it better for 
thee to be a priest unto the house of 
one man, or that thou be a priest 
unto a tribe and a family in Israel ? 

20 And the priest’s heart was glad, 
and be took the ephod, and the tera- 
phiin, and the graven image, and 
went in the midst of the people. 

21 So they turned ana departed, 
and put the little ones and the cattle 
and the carriage before them. 

22 And when they were a good 
way from the house of Micah, the 
men that were in the houses near 
to Micah’s honsc were gathered to 
gclher, and overtook the children of 
Dan. 

23 And they cried unto the chil 
dren of Dan. And they turned their 
faces, and said unto Micah, What 
aileth thee, that thou comest with 
such a company ? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken 
away my gods which I made, and 
the priest, and ye are gone away; 
and what have I more? and what is 
this that ye say unto me, What aileth 
thee ? 

25 And the children of Dan said 
unto him, Let not thy voice be heard 
among us, lest angry fellows run 
upon thee, and thou lose thy life, 
with the lives of thy household. 

26 And the children of Dan went 
their way; and when Micah saw 
that they were too strong for him, 
he turned and went back unto his 
honse. 

27 And they took the things which 
Mioah had made, and the priost 
which he had, and oame unto Laish, 
unto a people that were at quiet and 
secure; and they smote them with 
the edge of the sword, and burnt the 
oity with fire. 

28 And there was no deliverer, be¬ 
cause it was far from Zidon, and they 
had no business with any man; and 
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tt wm in the valley that lieth by 
Beth-rehoh. And they built a oity, 
and dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of the 
city Dan, after the name of Dan their 
father, who was born unto Israel; 
howbeit the name of the oity was 
Laiflb at the first. 

30 And tho children of Dan set up 
the graven image ; and Jonathan, the 
son of Gershom, the son of Manassch, 
bo and his sons were priests to the 
tribe of Dan until the duy of the 
captivity of tho laud. 

31 And they set them up Micah's 
graven imago, which he made, all 
i lie time that the house of God was 
in Shiloh. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

A Levitt goeih to Beth-lehem—An old man 

entertaineth him—The Gibeathitei abuse 

his concubine to death—lie dimdeth her 

into twelve pieces. 

ND it came to pass in those days, 
when there was no king in Israel, 
that there was a certain Levite so¬ 
journing on the sido of mount Eph¬ 
raim, who took to him a concubine 
out of Beth-lchcm-judah. 

2 And his concubine played the 
whoro against him, and went away 
from him unto her father's house to 
Beth-lchcm-judah, and was there four 
whole months. 

3 And her huebaDd arose, and went 
after her, to speak friendly unto her, 
and to bring her again, having his 
servant with him, and a couple of 
aeecs ; and she brought him into her 
father’s house; and when the father 
of the damsel saw him, ho rejoiced to 
meet him. 

4 And hie father-in-law, tho dam¬ 
sel's father, retained him; and be 
abode with him three days; so they 
did eat and drink, and lodged there. 

£ And it oarnc to pass on the fourth 
day, when they arose early in tho 
morniug, that he roso up to depart; 
and the damsel’s father said unto his 
son-in-law, Comfort thine heart with 
a morsel of bread, and afterward go 
your way. 

6 And they sat down and did cat 
and drink both of them together; for 
the damsel’s father bad said unto the 
man, Bo content, I pray thee, and 
tarry all night, and let thine heart be 
merry. 


7 And when the man ruse up to de¬ 
part, bis falhcr-in-law urged him; 
therefore he lodged there again. 

8 And he arose early in Lhe morn¬ 
ing on the fifth day to depart; and 
the damsel’s father said, Comfort 
thine heart, I pray thee. And they 
tarried until afternoon, and they did 
cat both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to 
depart, he, and his concubine, and 
his servant, his father-in-law, the 
damsel’s father, said unto him, Be¬ 
hold, now the day drawoth toward 
evening, I pray you tarry all night; 
behold, the day groweth to an end, 
lodge here, that thine heart may be 
merry; and to-morrow get you early 
on your way, that thou mayeat go 
home. 

10 But the man would not tarry 
that nighl, hut he rose up and do- 
parted, and came over against Jcbus, 
which is Jerusalem ; and there were 
with him two asses saddled, his con¬ 
cubine also was with him. 

11 And when they were by Jobus, 
the day was far spent; and tho ser¬ 
vant said unto his master, Come, 1 
pray thee, and let us turn in into 
this city of the Jebusites, and lodge 
in it. 

12 And his master said unto him, 
We will not turn aside hither into 
the city of a stranger, that is not of 
the children of Israel; wo will pass 
over to Gibeah. 

13 And he said unto his servant, 
Come, and let us draw near to one of 
these plaoea to lodge all night, in 
Gibeah, or in Ramah. 

14 And they passed on and went 
their way; and the sun went down 
upon them when they wore by G ibeah, 
which bclongolh to Benjamin. 

15 And tboy tnrnod aside thither, 
to go in and to lodge in Gibeah; and 
when he went in, he sat him down in 
a street of the oity; for thoro was no 
man that took them into his hoase to 
lodging. 

16 And, behold, there came an old 
man from his work out of tho field 
at even, which was also of mount 
Ephraim ; and he sojourned in Gih- 
eah; but the memof the plaoo were 
Benjamites. 

17 And when he had lifted up his 
eyes, he saw a wayfaring man in Lhe 
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street of tho oity; end the old man 
said, Whither goest thou 7 and whence 
oomest thou? 

18 And he said unto him, We are 
paaaing from Beth-lehem-jndah to¬ 
ward the side of mount Ephraim; 
from thence am I; and I went to 
Beth-lehcm-judah, but I am now 
going to the house of tho Lord ; and 
there iB no man that receiveth me to 
house. 

19 Yet there iB both straw and pro- 
vender for our asses; and there is 
bread and wine also for me, and for 
thy hand-maid, and for the young 
man which is with thy servants; 
there is no want of any thing. 

20 And the old man said, Peace be 
with thee; howsoever, let all thy 
wantB lie upon me; only lodge not 
in the street. 

21 So ho brought him into his 
house, and gave provender onto the 
asses; and thoy washed their feet, 
and did eat and drink. 

22 Now as they were making their 
hearts merry, behold, the men of the 
oity, certain boob of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and beat at the 
door, and spake to Lhe master of the 
house, the old man, saying, Bring 
forth the man that came into thine 
house, that we may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
honse, went out unto them, and said 
onto them, Nay, my brethren, nay, 
I pray you, do not so wickedly; see¬ 
ing that this man is come into mine 
house, do not this folly. 

24 Behold, here is my daughter a 
maiden, and his concubine; them I 
will bring out now, and humble ye 
them, and do with them what scem- 
eth good unto you; but unto this 
man do not so vile a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken 
to him; so the man took his concu¬ 
bine, ond brought her forth unto 
them; and they knew her, and abused 
her all the night until the morning; 
and when the day began to spring, 
they let her go, 

20 Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down 
at the door of the man's house whore 
her lord was, till if w&b light. 

”7 And her lord rose up in the 
?i raing, and opened the doors of 
house, and went out to go his 


way; and, behold, the woman hi* 
concubine was fallen down at the 
door of tho house, and her hands 
were upon the threshold. 

28 And he said unto her, Up, and 
let us be going. But none answered. 
Then the man took her op npon an 
ass, and the man rose np and gat him 
onto his place. 

29 And when he was come into his 
house, he took a knife, and laid hold 
on his concnbine, and divided her, 
together with her bones, into twelve 
pieces, and sent her into all the coasts 
of Israel. 

30 And it was so, that all that saw it 
said, There was no such deed done 
nor seen from the day that the chil 
dren of Israel came up out of the land 
of Egypt unto this day; consider of 
it, take advice, and speak your minds. 

CHAPTER XX. 

The Lerrile dedareth his wrong—The deer ft 
of the. assembly— The BcryamiUj t ear 
against the Israelites—AU destroyed tz 
c ept sis: hundred. 

HEN all the children of Israel 
went out, and the congregation 
was gathered together as one man, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, with 
the land of Gilead, unto the Lord in 
Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of all the people 
even of all the tribes of Israel, pre 
Eented themselves in the assembly of 
the people of God, four hundred thou¬ 
sand footmen that drew sword. 

3 (Now the children of Benjamin 
beard that the children of Israol were 
gone up to Mizpeh.) Then said the 
children of Israel, Tell us, bow was 
this wickedness ? 

4 And the Levite, the husband of 
the woman that was slain, answered, 
and Baid, I came into Gibeah that 
belongeth to Benjamin, I and iut 
concubine, to lodge. 

5 And the meu of Gibeah rose 
against me, and beset the house 
round about upon me by night, and 
thought to have slaiD me : and mj 
concubine have they forced, that she 
is dead. 

0 And I took my concubine and 
cut her in pieces, and sert her 
throughout all the oountry of the 
inheritance of Israol; for they have 
committed lewdncss and folly in 
Israel. 
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7 Behold, ye are all children of 
Israel; give hore your advice and 
counsel. 

8 Aud all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any of us 
go to his tent, neither will we any of 
us turn into bis house. 

0 But now tbis shall be the thing 
whioh we will do to Giheah ; we will 
go up by lot against it; 

10 And we will take ten men of a 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, and a hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, 
to fetch viotuals for the people, that 
they may do, when they come to 
Gibeah of Benjamin, according to all 
the folly that they have wrought in 
Israel. 

11 So all the mon of Israol were 
gathered against the city, knit to¬ 
gether as one man. 

12 And the trihos of Israol sent 
men through all the tribo of Benja¬ 
min, saying, What wickedness is this 
that is done among you ? 

13 Now therefore deliver us the 
mon, tho ohildren of Belial, whioh 
are in Gibeah, that we may put them 
to death, and put away evil from Is¬ 
rael. But the children of Benjamin 
would not hearken to the voice of 
their brethren tho children of Israel; 

14 But tho childron of Benjamin 
gnthorod themsolves togethor out of 
the oitios unto Gibeah, to go out to 
hattlo against tho ohildren of Israel. 

15 And tho ohildron of Benjamin 
were numbered at that time out of 
the oitios Lwonty and six thousand 
men that drew sword, besides the in¬ 
habitants of Gibooh, which were 
numbered seven hundred chosen men. 

16 Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men left-hand¬ 
ed; every one could Bling stones at a 
hair-breadth, and not miss. 

17 And tho meu of Israol, besides 
Benjamin, wero numbered four hun¬ 
dred thousand men that drew sword; 
all Iheso were men of war. 

18 And tho childron of Israol arose, 
and wont up to the houso of God, 
and asked counsel of God, and said, 
Whioh of us shall go up first to tho 
bAttle against tho ohildron of Benja¬ 
min ? And tho Lord said, Judah 
shall go up first. 

10 Aud the ohildren of Israol rose I 
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up in the morning, And enoatnped 
against Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin; and the 
men of Israel put themselves in array 
to fight against them at Gibeah. 

21 And the childron of Benjamin 
came forth out of Gibeah, and de¬ 
stroyed down to the ground of the 
Israelites that day twenty and two 
thousand men. 

22 Aud the pcoplo, the men of Is¬ 
rael, encouraged themselves, and set 
their battlo again in array in the 
place where they put Lhomselves in 
array the first day. 

23 (And the children of Israel went 
up and wept before the Lord until 
even, and asked oounsel of the Lord, 
saying, Shall I go up again to battle 
against the childron of Benjamin my 
brother? And the Lord said, Go up 
against him.) 

24 And the childron of Israel came 
near against the ohildren of Benja¬ 
min the second day. 

25 And Benjamin wentforth against 
them out of Giboah the second day, 
and destroyed down to the ground of 
the children of Israel again eighteen 
thousand men; all these drew the 
sword. 

26 Then all tho children of Israel, 
and all the people, wont up, and 
oarno unto tho houso of God, and 
wept, and sat there before the Lord, 
and fasted that day until even, and 
offered burnt offerings and peaoe 
offerings before the Lord. 

27 And tho ohildron of Israol In¬ 
quired of tho Lord, (for the ark of 
tno covenant of God was there in 
those days, 

28 And Phinohas, the son of Elea- 
zar, the son of Aaron, stood before 
it in those days,) saying, Shall I yet 
again go out to bnirle against the 
ohildron of Benjamin my brother, or 
shall I cease? And the Lord said, 
Go up ; for to-morrow 1 will deliver 
thorn into thine hand. 

29 And Israol sot tiers in wait round 
about Giboah. 

30 And tho children of Israel went 
up against the children of Benjamin 
on tho third day, and put thomselves 
in array against Giboah, as at other 
times. 

31 And tho ohildren of Beniamin 
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went ont against the people, and 
were drawn away from the city; and 
they began to smite of the people, 
and kill, as at other times, in the 
highways, of which one gocth up to 
the honee of God, and the other to 
Gibeah in the Geld, about thirty men 
of Israel. 

32 And the children of Benjamin 
said, Thoy are Bmitten down before 
ub, as at the first. But the children 
of Israel said, Let us flee, and draw 
them from the city unto the high¬ 
ways. 

33 And all the men of Israel rose 
up out of their place, and put them- 
Bclves in array at Baal-tamar; and 
the liers in wait of Israel came forth 
out of their places, even out of the 
meadows of Gibeah. 

34 And there came against Gibeah 
ten thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and the battle was sore; but 
they knew not that evil was near 
them. 

35 And the Lord smote Benjamin 
before Israel; and the children of Is¬ 
rael destroyed of the Bcnjamitcs that 
day twenty and five thousand and a 
hundred men; all these drew the 
sword. 

36 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten; for tho men 
of Israel gave place to the Benjam- 
ites, because they trusted unto the 
liers in wait which they had set bo- 
side Gibeah. 

37 And the liers in wait basted, and 
rushed upon Gibeah ; and the liers in 
wait drew themselves along, aDd smote 
all the city with the edge of the 
sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed sign 
between the men of Israel and the 
liers in wait, that they should rnako 
a great flame with smoke rise up out 
of the city 

39 And when the men of Israel re¬ 
tired in the battle, Benjamin began 
to smite and kill of the men 6f Israel 
ahout thirty persons; for they said, 
Surely they are smitten down before 
us, as in the first battle. 

40 But when the flame began to 
arise up out of the city with a pillar 
of smoke, the Benjamites looked be¬ 
hind them, and, behold, the flame of 
the city ascended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of Israel 


turned again, the men of Benjamin 
were amazed; for thoy saw that evil 
was come upon them. 

42 Therefore they turned their backi 
before the men of Israel onto the way 
of the wilderness ; but the battle over¬ 
took them ; and them which came out 
of the cities they destroyed in the 
midst of them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Bcnjam 
ites round about, and chased them, 
and trode them down with ease over 
against Gibeah, toward the sun-ris¬ 
ing. 

4-1 And there fell of Benj&m.'i 
eighteen thousand men; all these 
were men of valour. 

45 And they turned and fled toward 
the wilderness unto the rock of Rim- 
moo; and they gleaned of them id 
the highways five thousand men: 
and pursued hard after them unto 
Gidorn, and slew two thousand men 
of them. 

40 So that all which fell that day of 
Benjamin were twenty and five thou¬ 
sand men that drew the sword ; all 
these were men of valour. 

47 But six hundred men turned and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rim- 
moo four months. 

48 And the men of Israel turned 
again upon the children of Benjamin, 
and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, as well the men of every city, 
as the beast, and all that came to 
hand; also they set on fire all the 
cities that they came to. 

CHAPTER XXL 

The desolation of Beniamin—Fma hundred 
tpites provided—The vtrpins surprised at 
Shiloh. 

0\Y the men of Israel had sworn 
in Mizpch, saying, There shall 
not any of us give his daughter unto 
Benjamin to wife. 

2 And the people came to the house 
of God, and abode there till even he 
fore God, and lifted up their voioes, 
and wept sore ; 

3 And said, 0 Lord God of Israel, 
why is this oomo to pass in Israel, 
that there should he to-day one tribe 
lacking in Israel ? 

4 And it oame to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the people .use early, and 
built there &□ altar, and offered bnrut 
offerings and peace offerings. 
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5 And the children of Israel said, 
Wbg is there among all the tribes of 
\\ that enmo not up with the con¬ 
gregation unto the Lord ? For they 
had made a great oath concerning 
him that came not up to the Lord to 
Mizpch, saying, lie shall sorely be 
put to dcAth. 

0 And the children of Israel repent¬ 
ed them for Benjamin their brother, 
end Baid, Thore is one tribe cutoff 
from Israel this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing we havo 
sworn by the Lord, that we will not 
givo them of our daughters to wives? 

8 And they said, What one is thoro 
of tho tribes of Israel thnt came not 
up to Mizpeh to the Lord ? And, hc- 
hold, there oame none to the camp 
from Jabesh-gilead to tho aesomhly. 

9 For the people were numbered, 
and, behold, thore were none of the 
inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And tho congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of tho valiant- 
est, and commanded them, sayiDg, 
Qo and smite the inhabitants of 
Jahesh-gilead with the edge of the 
sword, with the women and the chil¬ 
dren. 

It And this iB the thing that ye 
shall do, Ye shall utterly destroy 
every male, and every woman that 
hath lain by man. 

12 And they found among the in¬ 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead four hun¬ 
dred young virgins, that bad known 
no man by lying with any male; and 
they hroughl them unto the camp to 
Shiloh, which is in the land of Ca¬ 
naan. 

13 And the whole congregation eent 
some to speak to tho ohiMrcn of Ben¬ 
jamin that were in tho rook Riimnon, 
and to oall peaceably unto them. 

14 And Benjamin came again at 
that time; and they gave thorn wives 
whioh they had saved alive of tho 
women of Jabesh-gilead ; and yet so 
they suffiood them not. 

16 And the people repented them 
for Benjamin, because that the Lord 
had made a breach in tho trihes of 
Irrael. 
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lfl Theh the elders of tho congrega¬ 
tion said, How shall we do for wives 
for them that remain, seeing the 
women are destroyed out of Benja¬ 
min ? 

17 And they said, Thoro must be 
an inheritance for them that be 
escaped of Benjamin, that a tribe be 
not destroyed out of Israel. 

18 Ilowbeit we may not give thorn 
wives of our daughters; for tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed he he that giveth a wife to 
Benjamin. 

19 Then they said, Behold, there is 
a least of the Lord in Shiloh yearly, 
in a place which is on the north side 
of Beth-el, on tho east side of tjie 
highway that goeth up from Bcth-el 
to Shechem, and on the south of 
Lcbonah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Benjamin, saying, Go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards; 

21 And see, and, heboid, if the 
daughters of Shiloh come out to 
dance in dances, then come ye ont 
of the vineyards, and catch you every 
man his wifo of the daughters of 
Shiloh, and go to the land of Benja¬ 
min. 

22 And it shall be, when their 
fnthors or their brethren come unto 
us to complain, that we will say unto 
them, Be favourable unto them for 
our sakes; hecause we reserved not 
to each man his wife in tho war; foi 
ye did not give unto them at this 
time, that ye should be guilty. 

23 Aod the children of Benjamin 
did so, and took them wives, accord¬ 
ing to their number, of them that 
danced, whom they caught; and they 
went and returned unto their inherit¬ 
ance, and repaired the oities, and 
dwelt in them. 

24 And the ohildren of Israel de¬ 
parted thence at that time, every man 
to his tribe and to his family, and 
thoy went out from thonce every man 
to his inheritance. 

26 In those days there was no king 
in Israel; every man did that which 
was right in bis own eyes. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Elimelech driven by famine into Moab, dieth _ 

there^Nasrmi reiumeth home—Ruth ac- 

companieth her. 

OW it cam© to pass in the days 
when the judges ruled, that 
there was a famine in the land. And 
a certain man of Beth-lehcm-judah 
went to sojourn in the country of 
Moab, he, and his wife, and his two 
sons. 

2 And the name of the man was 
Elimelech, and the name of his wife 
Naomi, and the name of his two sons 
Afahlon and Chilion, Ephrathites of 
Beth-lehem-judah. And they came 
into the country of Moab, and con¬ 
tinued there. 

3 And Elimelech Naomi's hushand 
died; and she was left, and her two 
sons. 

4 And they took them wives of the 
women of Moab; the name of the 
one was Orpah, and the name of the 
other Ruth; and they dwelt there 
about ten years. 

5 And Mahlon and Chilion died 
also both of them; and the woman 
was left of her two sons and her hus¬ 
band. 

6 Then she arose with her daugh¬ 
ters-in-law, that she might return 
from the country of Moab; for she 
had heard in the country of Moab 
how that the Lord had visited his 
people in giving them bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of 
the place where she was, and her two 
daughters-in-law with her, and they 
went on the way to return unto the 
land of Judah. 

8 And Naomi said unto her two 
daughters-in-law, Go, return caoh to 
her mother’s house; the Lord deal 
kindly with you, as ye have dealt 
with the dead, and with me. 

9 The Lord grant you that ye may 
find rest, each of you in tho house of 
her husband. Then she kissed them ; 
and they lifted up their voice, and 
wept. 

1(J And they said unto her, Surely 
we will return with thee unto thy 
people. 

11 And Naomi said, Turn again, 
my daughters; why will ye go with 
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me ? are there yet any more sons in 
my womb, that they may be your 
husbands ? 

12 Turn again, my daughters, go 
your way; for I am too old to have a 
husband. If I should say, I have 
hope, if I should have a husband also 
to-night, and should also bear sons; 

13 Would ye tarry for them till 
Ihey were grown? would ye stay for 
them from having husbands ? nay, 
my daughters; for it grieveth me 
much for your sakes that the hand 
of the Lord is gone out agaiust me. 

14 And they lifted up their voice, 
and wept again; and Orpah biased 
her mother-in-law; hut Ruth clave 
unto her. 

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister- 
in-law is gone back unto her people, 
and unto her gods; return thou after 
thy sister-in-law. 

16 And Ruth said, Entreat me not 
to leave thee, or to return from 
following after thee; for whither thou 
gocst, I will go; and where thou 
lodgest, I will lodge; thy people 
shall he my people, and thy God my 
God ; 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried; the Lord do 
so to me, and more also, if aught but 
deathpart thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was 
steadfastly minded to go with her, 
then she left Bpeaking unto her. 

19 So they two went until tbey 
came to Beth-lehem. And it came 
to pass, when they were come to 
Beth-lehem, that all the city was 
moved about them, and they said, Is 
this Naomi ? 

20 And she said unto them, Call me 
not Naomi, call me Mara; for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitterly 
with me. 

21 I went out full, and the Lord 
hath brought me home again empty; 
why then call ye me Naomi, seeing 
the Lord hath testified against me, 
and the Almighty hath afflicted 
me ? 

22 So Naomi rolnrned, and Ruth 
the Moabitess, her daughter-in-law, 
with hor, which returned out of the 
country of Moab ; and they came to 
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Beth lehcminthe beginning of barley I mother-in-law since the death of 


harvest. 

CHAPTER II. 

Ruth gleaneth in the fields of Boaz — Boom 
thoweih her great favour—That which the 
got, the canrieth to Naomi. 

ND Naomi had a kinsman of her 
husband's, a mighty man of 
--allh, of the family of Elimeleoh; 
tnd his name was Boaz. 

2 And Ruth the Moabitess said unto 
Naomi, Let me now go to the field, 
and glean ears of oorn after him in 
whose Bight I shall find grace. And 
she Bnid unto her. Go, my daughter. 

3 And she wont, and came, and 
gleanod in the field after the reapers; 
and her hap was to light on a part 
of the field belonging unto Boaz, who 
was of the kindred of Elimelech. 

4 And, behold, Boaz came from 
Belh-lehein, and said unto the reapers, 
The Lord be with you. And they 
answered him, The Lord bless thee. 

5 Then said Boaz unto his servant 
that was Bet over the reapers, Whose 
damsel is this ? 

6 And the servant that was set over 
tho reapers answered and said, It is 
ihe Moabitish damsel that oame back 
with Naomi out of tho country of 
Moab 

7 And she said, I pray you, let me 
glean and gather after the reapers 
among the sheaves; so she came, 
and hath continued even from the 
morning until now, that she tarried a 
little in the house. 

8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Ilear- 
est thou not, my daughter ? Go not 
to glean in another field, neither go 
from hence, hut abide hero fast by 
my maidens; 

0 Let thine eyes be on the field that 
they do reap, and go thou after them; 
have I not oharged the young men 
that they shall not touch thee ? and 
when thou art athirst, go unto the 
ressels, and drink of that which tho 
young men have drawn. 

10 Then she fell on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and said 
unto him, Why have I found grace in 
thine eyes, that thoa shouldest take 
knowledge of me, seoing I am a 
itranger ? 

11 And Boaz answered and said 
unto her, It hath fully been showed 
me, all that thou hast done unto thy 


thine husband; and how thou hast 
left thy father and thy mother, and 
the land of thy nativity, and art 
come unto a people which thou knew- 
est not heretofore. 

12 The Lord recompense thy work, 
and a full reward bo given thee of 
the Lord God of Israel, under whose 
wings thou art come to trust. 

13 Then she said, Let me find 
favour in thy sight, my lord; for 
that thou hast oomforted me, and for 
that thou hast spoken friendly unto 
thine hand-maid, though I be not 
like unto one of thine hand-maidens. 

14 And Boaz said unto her, At 
meal-time come thou hither, and eat 
of the bread, and dip thy morsel in 
the vinegar. And she sat beside the 
reapers; and he reached her parched 
corn, and she did eat, and was 
sufficed, and left. 

15 And when she was risen up to 
glean, Boaz commanded his ycrung 
men, saying, Let her glean even 
among the sheaves, and reproach her 
not; 

16 And let fall also sonic of tho 
handfuls of purpose for her, and 
leave them, that she may glean them, 
and rebuke her not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field until 
even, and beat out that she had 
gleaned; and it was about an ephah 
of barley. 

18 And she took it up, and went 
into the city; and her mother-in-law 
saw what she had gloaned; and she 
brought forth, and gave to her that 
she had reserved after she was 
sufficed. 

19 And hor molher-in-Iaw said unto 
her, Where hast thou gleaned to-day ? 
and where wroughtost thou? blessed 
bo he that did take knowledge of 
thee. And she showed her mother- 
in-law with whom she had wrought, 
and said, The man’s name with whom 
I wrought to-day is Boaz, 

20 And Naomi said unto her daugh¬ 
ter-in-law, Blessed be he of the Lord, 
who hath not left off his kindness to 
the living and to the dead. And 
Naomi said unto her, The man ii 
near of kin unto us, one of our next 
kinsmen. 

21 And Ruth the MoabitesB said, He 
said uuto me also, Thou sholt keep 
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RUTH. 


fast by lay young men, until they 
have ended all my harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her 
daughter-in-law. It is good, my 
daughter, that thou go out with his 
maidens, that they meet thee not in 
any other field. 

23 So Bhe kept fast by the maidens 
of Boaz to glean unto the end of 
barley harvest and of wheal harvest; 
and dwell with her mother-in-law. 

CHAPTER III. 

Ruth lies at BvaJ feet—Boat maketh her a 
present. 

T HEN Naomi her mother-in-law 
said unto her, My daughter, 
shall I not seek rest for thee, that it 
may be well with thee? 

2 And now is not Boaz of our kin¬ 
dred, with whose maidens thou wast? 
Behold, he winnowetb barley to-night 
in the threshing-floor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, 
and get thee down to the floor; but 
make not thyself known onto the 
man, until he shall have done eating 
and drinking. 

4 And it shall be, when ho lieth 
down, that thou shnlt mark the place 
where ho shall lie, and thou shalt go 
in, and uncover his feet, and lay thee 
down ; and he will toll thee what thou 
Bhalt do. 

5 Aod she said unto her, AH that 
thou sayest unto me I will do. 

6 And she went down unto the floor, 
and did according to all that her mo¬ 
ther-in-law bade her. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he 
went to lie down at the end of the heap 
of corn; and she came 6oftly, and 
uncovered his feet, and laid her down. 

8 And it came to pass at midnight, 
that the man was afraid, and turned 
himself; and, behold, a woman lay 
at his feet. 

9 And he said, Who art thou? And 
she answered, I am Ruth thine hand¬ 
maid; spread therefore thy skirt over 
thine hand-maid; for thou art a near 
kinsman. 

10 And he said, Blessed he thou of 
the Lord, my daughter; for thou 
hast showed more kindness in the 
latter end than at the beginiug, in¬ 
asmuch as thou followedst not young 
men, whether poor or rich. 


11 And now, my daughter, fear not; 
I will do to thcc all that thou i.qoi- 
rcst; for all the city of my people 
doth know that thou art a virtuous 
woman. 

12 And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsman; howbeit there is a 
kinsman nearer than I. 

13 Tarry this night, and it 6hall be 
in the morning, that if be will per¬ 
form unto thee the part of a kins¬ 
man, well: let him do the kinsman’s 
part; but if he will not do the part 
of a kinsman to thee, then will 1 do 
the part of a kinsman to thee, as the 
Lord liveth; lie down until the morn¬ 
ing. 

14 And she lay at his feet until the 
morning; and she rose np before one 
could know another. And he said, 
Let it not he known that a woman 
came into the floor. 

15 Also he said, Bring the veil that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And 
when she held it, he measured six 
measures of barley, and laid on her; 
and she went into the city. 

16 And when she came to her mo¬ 
ther-in-law, she said, Who art thou, 
my daughter? And she told her all 
that the man had done to her. 

17 And she said, These six measures 
of barley gave he me ; for he said to 
me, Go not empty unto thy mother- 
in-law. 

18 Then said Bhe, Sit still, my 
daughter, until thou know how the 
matter will fall; for the man will not 
be in rest, nntil he have finished the 
thing this day. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Boas marrUth Ruth — She beareth Oh-eL, 
the grandfather of David. 

T HEN went Boat up to the gate, 
aud sat him dowD there: and, 
behold, the kinsman of whom Bouz 
spake came by; unto whom he said, 
Ho, such a one ! turn aside, sit down 
here. And he turned aside, and snt 
down. 

2 And he took ten men of the elder s 
of the city, and said, Sit ye down 
here. And they sat dowD. 

3 And ho said unto the kinsman, 
Naomi, that is come again out of the 
country of Moab, selleth a parcel of 
land, whioh was our brother Blime- 
lech’s; 

4 And I thought to advertise thee

■aying, Buy it before the inhabitants, 
ami before the elders of my people. 
If thou wilt redeem it, redeem it; DUt 
if thou wilt not redeem it, then tell 
me, that I may know; for there is none 
to redeem it besides thee; and I am 
after thee. And he aaid, I will re¬ 
deem it. 

B Then said Boaz, What day thoa 
briyest the field of the hand of Nao¬ 
mi, thou must buy it also of Ruth the 
MoabilcsB, tbo wife of the dead, to 
raise up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance. 

fl And the kinBman said, I cannot 
redeem it for myself, lest I mar mine 
own inheritance; redeem thou my 
right to Lbyself; fi-r I cannot redeem it. 

7 Now this was tho manner in for¬ 
mer timo in Israel concerning redeem¬ 
ing and concerning changing, for to 
confirm all things; a man plucked 
ofT his shoe, and gave it to hiB neigh¬ 
bour; and this was a testimony in 
Israel. 

8 Therefore the kinsman Baid unto 
Boaz, Buy it for thee. So ho drew 
off his Bhoe. 

9 And Boaz Baid unto the elders, 
aDd unto alt tho pooplc, Ye are wit¬ 
nesses this day, tnat I have bought 
all that was Elimeloch’s, and all that 
was Chilion's and Mahlon’B, of the 
hand of Naomi. 

10 Moreover Ruth the Moabitees, 
tbe wife of Mahlon, have I purchased 
to be my wife, to raise up tho namo 
of the dead upon his inheritance, that 
the namo of tho dead be not cut off 
from among hifl brothren, and from 
tbe gate of his place ; ye are witnesses 
this day. 

11 And all the people that were in 
the gate, and the elders, said, We are

witnesses. Tho Lord make ihc wo¬ 
man that is como into thine house like 
Rachel and like Leah, which two did 
build the house of Israel; and do 
thou worthily in Ephratah, and be 
famous in Bcth-lchem; 

12 And let thy houso be like the 
house of Pharoz, whom Tamar bare 
unlo Judah, of tho seed which the 
Lord shall give thee of this young 
woman. 

13 So Boaz took Ruth, and she was 
hiB wife; and whon he went in unto 
her, the Lord gave her conception, 
and she baro a son. 

14 And the women SAid unto Nao¬ 
mi, Blessed bo the Lord, which hath 
not left thee this day without a kins¬ 
man, that his namo may be famous 
in Israel. 

15 And he shall be unto thee a re¬ 
storer of thy life, and a nourisher of 
thine old age ; for thy daugbter-in- 
law, which loveth thee, which is bet¬ 
ter to thee than seven sons, hath 
borne him. 

16 And Naomi took the child, and 
laid it in her bosom, and became 
nurse unto it. 

17 And the women her neighbours 
gave it a name, saying, There is a son 
born to Naomi; and thoy called his 
name Obod; ho is the father of Jesse, 
the father of David. 

18 Now theso are the generations 
of Pharez; Pharez begat Ilezron, 

19 And Ilezron begat Ram, and 
Ram begat Ammiuadab, 

20 And Amminadub begat Nahshon, 
and Nahshon begat Salmon, 

21 And Salmon begat Boaz, and 
Boaz begat Obcd, 

22 And Obed begat Jesse, and Jesse 
begat David.

CHAPTER 1. 

KJkanah %oorthippdh at Shiloh—He cherish- 
tih Jlanruih — Hannah m griej praytih 
fora child—Hannah beardh Samuel—She 
presenielh him to the Lord.. 

OW them wufi a oertnin man of 
Kanmthaim-zophim, of mount 
Ephraim, and bis name was Elk&nah, 
the son of Jeroham, the son of Elihu, 


tho son of Tohu, the son of Zuph, an 
Ephrathite; 

2 And he had two wives; tho name 
of the one was Hannah, and the 
name of the other Peoinnah; and 
PoninDah had children, but Hannah 
had no children. 

3 And this man went up out of his 
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city yearly to worship and to sacri¬ 
fice unto the Lord of hosts in Shiloh. 
And the two sons of Eli, llophni, 
and Phinehas, the priests of the 
Lord, were thoro. 

4 And when tho time was that 
Elkanah offored, he gave to Penin- 
nah his wife, and (o all her sons and 
her daughters, portions; 

5 But unto Hannah he gave a wor¬ 
thy portion ; for he loved Hannah; 
hut the Lord had shut ap her 
womb. 

6 And her adversary also provoked 
her sore, for to make her fret, because 
the Lord had shut up her womb. 

7 And as he did bo year by year, 
when she went up to the house of 
the Lord, so she provoked her; there¬ 
fore she wept, and did not eat. 

8 Then said Elkanah her husband 
to her, Hannah, why weepest thou? 
and why catcst thou not? and why 
is thy heart grieved? am not I better 
to thee than ten sons? 

9 So Hannah rose up after they had 
eaten in Shiloh, and after thoy had 
drunk. Now Eli tho priost sat upon 
a scat by a post of the temple of tho 
Lord. 

10 And she was in bitterness of 
soul, and prayed unto the Lord, and 
wept sore. 

11 And sho vowed a vow, and said, 
0 Lord of hosts, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the afflifctiou of thine hand¬ 
maid, and remember me, and not 
forget thine hand-maid, but wilt give 
unto thine hand-maid a man ohild, 
then I will give him unto tho Lord 
all tho days of his life, and there shall 
no razor come upon his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as sho con¬ 
tinued praying before the Lord, that 
Eli marked her mouth. 

13 Now Hannah, she spake in her 
heart; only her lips moved, but her 
voice was not beard ; therefore Eli 
thought Bho had been drunken. 

14 And Eli Baid unto her, How long 
wilt thou ho drunken ? put away thy 
wine from thee. 

15 And Hannah answered and said, 
No, my lord, I am a woman of a 
sorrowful spirit; I have drunk noi- 
ther wine nor strong drink, but 
havo poured out my bqu! before the 
Lord. 

10 Count not thine hand-maid for 


a daughter of Belial; for out of the 
abundance of my complaint and grief 
havo I spoken hitherto. 

17 Then Eli answered and said, Go 
in peace ; and the God of Israel grunt 
thee thy petition that thou hast asked 
of him. 

18 And she said, Let thine hand¬ 
maid find grace in thy eight. So the 
woman went her way, and did eat, 
and her countenance was no more 
sad. 

19 And they rose up in the morning 
early, and worshipped before the 
Lord, and returned, and came to their 
house to Ramah; and Elkanah knew 
Hannah his wife; and the Lord re¬ 
membered her. 

20 Whereforo it came to pass, when 
the time was como about after Han¬ 
nah had conceived, that she bare a 
son, and called his name Samuel, 
suyiug, Because I have asked him of 
iho Lord. 

21 And the man Elkanah, and all 
his house, weut up to offer unto the 
Lord tho yearly sacrifice, and his 
vow. 

22 But llaunah went not up; for 
she said unto her husband, I will not 
go up until the child be weaned, and 
then I will bring him, that he may 
appear before the Lord, and there 
abide for ever. 

23 And Elkanah her husband said 
unto her, Do what seemclh thee good; 
tarry until thou hare weaned him; 
only the Lord estahlish his word. So 
the woman abode, and gave her son 
suck until she weaned him. 

24 And when she bad weaned him, 
she took him up with her, with three 
bullocks, and ono ephah of flour, and 
a bottle of wine, and brought him 
unto the house of tho Lord in Shiloh; 
and the child wa9 young. 

25 And they slew a bullook, and 
brought tho child to Eli. 

26 And she said, 0 my lord, as thy 
soul liveth, my lord, I am the woman 
f hat stood by thee here, praying unto 
the Lord. 

27 For this child I prayed; and 
the Lord hath given me my petition 
which I asked of him ; 

28 Therefore also I have lent him 
to the Lord; as long as he liveth he 
shAll be lont to the Lord. And h« 
worshipped the Lord there.

ND Hannah prayed, and said, 
My heart rejoiccth in the Lord, 
mi no horn ie exalted in the Lord;

2 Tbore is none holy as the Lord; 
for there is none besides theo; neither 
is there any rock like our God. 

3 Talk no more bo exceeding 
proudly; lot not arroganoy come out 
of your mouth ; for the Lord is a God 
of knowledge, and by him actions are 
weighed. 

4 The bows of the mighty men are 
broken, and they that stumbled are 
girded with strength. 

6 They that were full have hired 
out themselves for bread; and they 
that were hungry ceased; so that the 
barren hath borno seven; and she 
that bath many ohildren is waxed 
feeble. 

6 Tbo Lord killeth, and maketh 
alive ; he bringeth down to the grave, 
and briugoth up. 

7 The Lord maketh poor, and maketh 
rich ; he bringeth low, and lifteth up. 

8 Ho raiseth up the poor out of the 
dust, and lifteth up the beggar from 
Lho dunghill, to sot them among 
princes, and to make them inherit 
tbo throne of glory; for the pillars 
nf the earth are the Lord’s, and he 
hath sot the world upon them. 

9 He will keep tbo feet of his saint9, 
and tbo wicked shall he silent in dark¬ 
ness ; for by strength shall no man 
prevail. 

10 The adversaries of the Lord 
shall he brokon to pieces; out of 
heaven shall ho thunder npon them; 
the Lord shall judgo the ends of the 
oarth; and he shall givo strength 
unto his king, and exalt tho horn of 
his auointod. 

11 And Elk&nab went to R&m&h 
to his house. And the ohild did min¬ 
ister nnlo the Lord before Eli the 
priest. 

12 Now tho sons of Eli were sons 
of Jtolial; they know not the Lord. 

13 And the priost’B oustom with the 
people was, that, when any man 
offered sacrifice, the priest's servant 


came, while the flesh was in seething, 
with a flesli-hook of three teeth in 
his baud ; 

14 And he struck it into the pan, 
or kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that 
the flesh-hook brought up tho priest 
took for himself. So they did in 
Shiloh unto all the Israelites that 
came thither. 

15 Also before they burnt the fat, 
the priest’s servant came, and said to 
the man that sacrificed, Give flesh to 
roast for the priest; for he will not 
have sodden flesh of thee, but raw. 

16 And if any man said unto him, 
Let them not fail to burn the fat 
presently, and then take as inuoh as 
thy soul desircth ; then he would 
answer him, Nay; but thou shalt 
give it mo now; and if not, I will 
take it by force. 

17 Wherefore the sin of tho young 
men was very great before the Lord; 
for men abhorred the offoring of the 
Lord. 

18 But Samuel ministered before the 
Lord, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. 

19 Moreovor his mother made him 
a little coat, and brought it to him 
from year to year, when Bhe came up 
with her husband to offer the yearly 
sacrifioe. 

20 And Eli blessed Elkanah and 
his wife, and Baid, The Lord give 
thoe Becd of this woman for the loan 
which is lent to the Lord. And they 
went unto their own home. 

21 And tbo Lord visited Hannah, 
so that she conceived, and bare three 
sons and two daughters. And the 
child Samuel grew before the Lord. 

22 Now Eli was very old, and 
beard nil Chat his sons did unto all 
Israel; and how they lay with the 
women that assembled at the door 
of the tabernaolo of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

23 And he said unto thorn, Why do 
ye such things ? for I hear of yoor 
evil dealings by all this poople. 

24 Nay, my sons; for it is no good 
report that I hear; ye make the 
Lord’s people to transgress. 

25 If one man sin against another, 
the judge shall judge him; but if • 
man sin against the Lord, who shall 
entreat for him ? Notwithstanding, 
they hearkened not unto Ibe voioe of 
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their father, because the Lord would 
slay thorn. 

20 And the child Samuel grew on, 
anri was in favour hoth with the 
Lord, and also with men. 

27 And there came a man of Qod 
onto Eli, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the Lord, Did 1 plainly appear 
unto the house of thy father, when 
they were in Egypt in Pharaoh's 
house? 

26 And did 1 choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel to be my priest, 
to offer upon mine altar, to burn 
incense, to wear an ephod before me? 
and did I give unto the house of thy 
father all the offerings made by fire 
of tho children of Israel ? 

29 Wherefore kick ye at my sacrifice 
*nd at mine offering, which I have 
oommandod in my habitation; and 
honourest thy sons above me, to 
make yourselves fat with the chiefest 
of all the offerings of Israel my 
people ? 

30 Wherefore the Lord God of 
Israel saith, I said indeed that thy 
house, and the house of thy father, 
should walk before me forever; but 
now the Lord saith, Be it far from 
me; for them that honour me I will 
honour, and they that despise me 
shall be lightly esteemed. 

31 Behold, the days come, that I 
will cut off thine arm, and the arm 
of thy father's house, that there shall 
not be an old man in thine house. 

32 And thou shalt see an enemy in 
my habitation, in all the wealth 
which God shall give Israel; and 
there shall not be an old man in 
thine house for ever. 

33 And the man of thine, whom I 
shall not out off from mine altar, 
shall he to consume thine eyes, and 
to grieve thine heart; and all tho 
increase of thine house shall die in 
the flower of their ago. 

34 And this shall be a sign unto 
thee, that shall come upon thy two 
EOD 3 , on Hophni and Phinehas ; in 
one day they shall die both of 
them. 

35 And I will raise me up a faithful 
priest, that shall do according to 
that which is in mine heart and in 
my mind; and I will build him a 
sure house; and he shall walk before 
mine Anointed for ever. 


30 And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left in thine house 
shall come and crouch to him for a 
piece of silver and a morsel of bread, 
and shall say, Put me, I pray thee, 
into one of the priests’ offices, that 1 
may cat a piece of bread. 

CHAPTER ITI. 

The word of the Lord to Samuel —Simud, 
though loth, trUeih Eli hi* ririon. 

ND the child Samuel ministered 
unto the Lord before Eli. And 
the word of the Lord was precious in 
those days; there was no open vision. 

2 And it came to pas? at that lime, 
when Eli was laid down in his place, 
and his eyes began to wax dim, that 
he conld not see; 

3 And ere the lamp of God went 
out in the temple of the Lord, where 
the ark of God was, and Samuel was 
laid down to sleep ; 

4 That the Lord called Samuel; and 
he answered, llero am I. 

5 And he ran unto Eli, and said, 
Here am I; for thou calledst me. 
And he said, I called not; lie down 
again. And he went and lay down. 

6 And the Lord called yet again, 
Samuel. And Samuel arose and 
went to Eli, and said, Here am I ; 
for thou didst call me. And he 
answered, I oalled not, my son ; lie 
down again. 

7 Now Samuel did not yet know 
the Lord, neither was tho word of 
the Lord yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the Lord called Samuel again 
the third time. And he arose and 
went to Eli, and said, Here am I; for 
thou didst call me. And Eli per¬ 
ceived that the Lord had called the 
child. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, 
Go, lie down ; and it shall be, if he 
call thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, 
Lord; for thy servant hcarcth. So 
Samuel went and lay down in his 
place. 

10 And the Lord came, and stood, 
and callod as at other times, Samuel, 
Samuel. Then Samuel answered, 
Speak ; for thy servant bcareth. 

11 And tho Lord said to Samuel, 
Behold, I will do a thing in Israel, at 
which both the cars of every one that 
hcaretb it shall tingle. 

12 In that day I will porfotm against 
Eli all things which I have spoken 
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concerning bis house ; when I begin, 
[ will also make an end. 

13 For I have (old him that 1 will 
judgo bis bouso for ever for the 
iniquity which he knoweth; because 
bis sons made themselves vile, and 
lie restrained them not. 

14 And therefore I have sworn unto 
house of Eli, thot the iniquity of 

Eli's house shall not bo purgod with 
snnrifico nor offoring for ever. 

15 And Samuel lay until Lho min¬ 
ing, and opened the doors of the 
bouse of tne Lord. And Samuel 
feared lo show Eli the vision. 

lfl Thon Eli called Samuel, and 
said, Satnucl, my son. And he 
answered, Hero am I. 

17 And he said, What is the thing 
thAt the Lord hAth said unto theo ? 
I pray thee hide it not from me; 
Ood do so to thee, and more also, if 
thou hide any thing from me of all 
th' 1 things that he said unto thee. 

18 And Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he 
said, It is the Lord ; let him do what 
seemeth him good. 

ID And Samuel grow, and the Lord 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to tho ground. 

20 And all Israel from Dan even to 
Beer-aheba knew that Samuel was 
established to be a prophet of the 
Lord. 

21 And tho Lord appeared again In 
Shiloh ; for the Lord revealed him¬ 
self to Samuel in Shiloh hy the word 
of tho Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

JTie Itraelitet overcome by the PhUitUne *— 

The ark a terror to the Philistine*—The 

ark taken—Eli dieth. 

NI) the word of Samuel came 
to all Israel. Now Israel went 
out against tho Philistines to battle, 
and pitched beside Kben-ezer; and 
the Philistines pitched iD Aphek. 

2 And the Philistines put them¬ 
selves iD array against Israel; and 
when they joined battle, Israel was 
■mitten before the Philistines; and 
they slow of the army in the field 
about fonr thousand men. 

3 And whon the people were come 
into the camp, tho olders of Israel 
said, Wherefore hath tho Lord smit¬ 
ten us to-day before the Philistines f 
Let us fetch the ark of the covenant 


of the Lord out of Shiloh unto us, 
that, when it cometh among us, it 
may save us out of the hand of our 
enemies. 

4 So the people sent to Shiloh, that 
they might bring from thence the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord of 
hosts, which dwcllcth between the 
cherubim; and the two sons of Eli, 
Ilophni and Phinehas, were there 
witn the ark of tho covenant of God. 

5 And when the ark of tho cove¬ 
nant of the Lord came into the camp, 
all Israel shouted with a great shout, 
eo that the earth rang again. 

6 And when the Philistines heard 
Lhe noise of the shout, they said, 
What meanclh tho noise of this great 
shout in the camp of the Hebrews ? 
And they understood that the ark of 
the Lord was come into the camp. 

7 And the Philistines wore afraid; 
for they said, God is como into lho 
camp. And they said, Woe unto us! 
for there hath not been such a thing 
heretofore. 

8 Woe nnto us! who shall deliver 
us out of the hand of these mighty 
Gods? these are the Gods that Bmote 
the Egyptians with all the plagues in 
the wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men, 0 yo Philistines, that ye be 
not servants unto the Hebrews, as 
they have boon to you; quit your¬ 
selves like men, and fight. 

10 And the Philistines fought, and 
Israel was smitten, and they fled 
every man into his tent; and there 
wrb a very great slaughter ; for there 
fell of Israel thirty thousand footmen. 

11 And the ark of God was taken ; 
nod tho two sods of Eli, nophni and 
Phinehas, wero Blain. 

12 And there ran a man of Benja¬ 
min out of tho army, and came to 
Shiloh the same diiy with his olothes 
rent, and with earth upon his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat 
npon a seat by the wayside watch¬ 
ing ; for his heart trembled for the 
ark of God. And when the man 
came into the oity, and told it, all the 
city cried out. 

14 And when Eli heard the noiee 
of the crying, be said, What meaneth 
the noise of this tumult? And the 
man came iD hastily, and told Ell. 

15 Now Eli was ninety and eight 
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years old; and his eyes were dim, 
that he could not eec. 

1G And tho man said unto Eli, I am 
he that came out of the army, and I 
fled to day out of the army. And he 
said, What is there done, my son ? 

17 And the messenger answered 
and said, Israel is fled hefore the 
Philistines, and there hath been disc 
a great slaughter among the people, 
and thy two Bons also, Ilophni and 
Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of 
God is taken. 

19 And it came to pass, when he 
made mention of the ark of God, that 
he fell from off the Beat backward by 
the side of tho gate, and his neck 
brake, and he died; for he was an 
old man, and heavy. And he had 
judged Israel forty years. 

19 And his daughter-in-law, Phin¬ 
ehas' wife was with child, near to be 
delivered; and when she heard the 
tidings that tho ark of God was taken, 
and that her father-in-law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed herself 
and travailed; for her pains came upon 
her. 

20 And about the time of her death 
the women that stood hy her said 
unto her, Fear not; for thou hast 
borne a son. But she answered not, 
neither did she regard it. 

21 And she named the ohild I-oha- 
bod, saying, The glory is departed 
from Israel; because the ark of God 
was taken, and because of her father- 
in-law and her husband. 

22 And she said, The glory is de¬ 
parted frotn Israel; for the ark of 
God is taken. 

CHAPTER V. 

The Philistines set the ark in the house of 
Dagrm—The curse of God followelh. 

ND the Philistines took tho ark 
of God, and brought it from 
Ehcn-ezer unto Ashdod. 

2 When the Philistines took the 
nrk of God, they brought it into the 
house of Dagon, and set it by Dagon. 

3 And when they of Aehdod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon, 
was fallen upon his face to the earth 
before the ark of the Lord. And 
they took Dagon, and set him in hie 
place again. 

4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his face to the ground be¬ 


fore the ark of the Lord; and the 
head of Dagon and both the palms 
of his hands were cut off upon the 
threshold; only the stump of Dagon 
waB left to him. 

5 Therefore neither the priests of 
Dagon, nor any that come into Da- 
gon’s house, tread on the threshold 
of Dagon in Ashdod unto this day. 

6 But the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he 
destroyed them, and smote them with 
emerods, even Aehdod and the coasts 
thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod 
saw that it was so, they raid, The 
ark of the God of Israel shall not 
abide with us; for his hand is sore 
upon us, and upon Dagon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Philistines unto 
them, and said, What shall we do 
with the ark of the God of Israel ? 
And they answered, Let the ark of 
the God of Israel be carried about 
unto Gath. And they carried the 
ark of the God of Israel about thither. 

9 And it waB so, that, after they 
had carried it about, the hand of 
tho Lord was against the city with 
a very great destruction; and he 
smote the men of the city, both small 
and great, and they had emerods in 
their secret parts. 

10 Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ekron. And it came to pass, 
as the ark of God came to Ekron, 
that the Ekronites cried out, saying, 
They have brought about the ark of 
the God of Israel to us, to slay us 
and our people. 

11 So they 6ent and gathered to¬ 
gether all the lords of the Philistines, 
and said, Send away the ark of the 
God of Israel, and let it go again to 
his own place, that it slay na not, 
and our people; for there was a 
deadly destruction throughout all 
the city ; tho hand of Gci was very 
heavy there. 

12 And the men that died not were 
smitten with the emerods; and the 
ory of the oity went up to heaven. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The Philistines send back the ark — The peo¬ 
ple smitten far looking into iL 
ND the ark of the Lord was in 
the oountry of the Philistines 
seven months. 



CHAPTER VI. 


2 And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, What 
shall we do to the ark of the Lord? 
toll us wherewith wo shall send it to 
his place. 

3 And thoy said, If ye send away 
the ark of the God of Israel, send it 
not empty; but in any wise return 
him a trespass offering; then ye shall 
be healed, and it shall ho known to 
you why his hand is not removed 
from you. 

4 Then said thoy, What shall he the 
trespass offering which wo shall re¬ 
turn to him? They answered, Five 
golden emerods, and fivo golden mice, 
according to tho Dumber of the lords 
of the Philistine*; for one plague 
was on you all, and on your lords. 

5 Wherefore yo shall make images 
of your emerods, and images of yonr 
mice that mar the land; and ye shall 
givo glory unto the God of Israel; 
poradventuro he will lighten his hand 
from off you, and from off your gods, 
and from off your land. 

A Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, 
did they not let the people go, and 
they dopartod ? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, 
and take two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kino to the cart, and bring their 
oalvos home from them; 

fi And take the ark of the Lord, 
and lay it upon the cart; and put 
the jewels or gold, which ye return 
bim for a trespass offering, in a ooffer 
by the side thereof; and send it 
away, that it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth np by the way 
of his own coast to Beth-shomosh, 
then ho hath dono us this great evil; 
but if not, then we shall know that 
It is not his hand that smote us ; it 
was a chance that happenod to us. 

10 And tbo men did so; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to tho 
oart, and shut up their oalves at home. 

11 And thoy laid tho ark of the 
Lord upon the oart, and the coffor 
with tho mice of gold and the images 
of their emerodB. 

12 And the kine took the straight 
way to the way of Beth-shomesh, and 
went along the highway, lowing as 
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they went, and turned not aside to 
the right hand or to the left; and 
the lords of the Philistines went 
aftor them unto the horder of Beth- 
shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley ; and they lifted up their eyes, 
and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see 
it. 

14 And the cart came into the field 
of Joshua, a Belh-shemite, and stood 
there, where there was a great stone; 
and thoy clave the wood of the cart, 
and offered the kino a burnt offering 
onto the Lord. 

15 And the Levites took down the 
ark of the Lord, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of 
gold were, and put them on the great 
Btone; and the men of Bcth-shemesh 
offered hurnt offerings and sacrificed 
sacrifices the same day unto the 
Lord. 

I ft And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen it, they rotnrned 
to Ekron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden eme¬ 
rods which the Philistines returned 
for a trespass offering unto the Lord; 
for Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for As- 
kelon one, for Gath one, for Ekron 
one ; 

18 And tho golden mice, aooording 
to the number of all the cities of the 
Philistines belonging to the five lords, 
both of fenced cities, and of country 
villages, oven unto the great stone of 
Abel, whereon thoy set down tho ark 
of the Lord ; which stone remaineth 
unto this day in the field of Joshua, 
the Bolh-shemite. 

19 And ho smote the men of Beth- 
shomesh, because thoy had looked 
into the ark of tho Lord, oven he 
emoto of the people fifty thousand 
and three-score and ten men; and 
tho people lamented, because tho 
Lord had smitten many of the peo¬ 
ple with a groat slaughter. 

20 And the men of Both-shemesh 
said, Who is able to stand before this 
holy Lord God ? and to whom shall 
he go up from us ? 

21 And they sent messengers to the 
inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, say¬ 
ing, The Philistines have brought 
again the ark of the Lord; come ye 
down, and fetch it ap to yon. 
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CHAPTER Vn. 

TV ark kept in the house of EUaxar—The 
Israelite.s repent at Micpeh—Samuel pray- 
eth—Thi Philistine* art rubdued —Samuel 
judgcth Israel, 

ND the men of Kirjath-jearim 
came, and fetched up the ark 
of the Lord, and hrought it into the 
house of Abinadab in the hill, and 
sanotifiod Eleazar his son to keep the 
ark of the Lord. 

2 And it came to paBS, while the 
ark abode in Kirjath-jearim, that tho 
time was long; for it was twenty 
years; and all the house of Israel 
lamented after the Lord. 

3 And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If ye do re¬ 
turn unto the Lord with all your 
hearts, then put away the strange 
gods and Ashtaroth from among you, 
and prepare your hearts unto the 
Lord, and serve him only ; and he 
will deliver you out of the hand of 
the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Israel did 
put away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and 
served tho Lord only. 

3 And Samuel said, Gather all Is¬ 
rael to Mizpeh, and I will pray for 
yon unto the Lord. 

0 And they gathered together to 
Mizpeh, and drew wator, and poured 
it out beforo tho Lord, and fasted on 
that day, and said there, We have 
einnod against the Lord. And Sam¬ 
uel judged the childron of Israel in 
Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Philistines heard 
that the children of Israel were ga¬ 
thered together to Mizpeh, the lords 
of the Philistines went up against Is¬ 
rael. And when the children of Is¬ 
rael heard it, they were afraid of the 
Philistines. 

8 And the childron of Israel said 
to Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the 
Lord our God for us, that he will 
save us out of the hand of tho Phil¬ 
istines. 

9 And Samuel took a suckling lamb, 
■nd offered it for a burnt offering 
wholly unto the Lord; and Samuel 
eried unto the Lord for Israel; and 
the Lord hoard him. 

10 And as Samuol waB offering up 
the hurnt offering, the Philistines 
drew near to battle against Israel; 
but the Lord thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the Philis¬ 


tines, and discomfited them; and 
they were smitten before Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel went out 
of Mizpeh, and pursued the Philis¬ 
tines, and smote thorn, until they 
came under Beth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set it between Mizpeh and Shen, and 
called the name of it Eben-ezer, say¬ 
ing, Hitherto hath the Lord helped us. 

13 So tho Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more into the coast 
of Israel ; and the hand of tho Lord 
was against the Philistines all the 
days of 6amuci. 

14 And the cities which the Philis¬ 
tines had taken from Israel were re¬ 
stored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath; and the coasts thereof 
did Israel deliver out of the hands of 
the Philistines. And there was peace 
between Israel and the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all 
tho days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year 
in circuit to Bcth-el, and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh, and judged Israel in all those 
places. 

17 And his return was to Rarnah; 
for there was his house; and there 
he judged Israel; and there he built 
an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER Tin. 

The Israelites ask a king—Samuei teReth the 
manner of a king. 

ND it came to pass, when Sam¬ 
uel was old, that he made his 
sons judges over Israel. 

2 Now the name of his first-born 
was Joel; and the name of his se¬ 
cond, Abiah; they were judges in 
Bcer-sbeba. 

3 And his sons walked not in his 
ways, but turnod aside after lucre, 
and took bribes, and perverted judg¬ 
ment. 

4 Then all tho elders of Israel 
gathcrod thomselves together, and 
came to Samuel unto Ramah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy 
ways ; now make us a king to judge 
us like all the nations. 

6 But tho thing displeased Samuel, 
when they said, Give us a king to 
judge us. And Samuel prayed unto 
the Lord. 

7 And the Lord said onto Samuel, 
Ilcarken unto the voioe of tho people 



CHAPTER IX. <10 


In all that they say unto thee; for 
they have not rejected thee, but they 
have rejected me, that I should uot 
reign over them. 

fl According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt even 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, 
•u do they also unto thee. 

0 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voioe; howbeit yot protest solemnly 
unto them, and show them the man¬ 
ner of the king that shall reign over 
them. 

10 And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the people that 
asked of him a king. 

11 And ho said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you ; lie will take your sons, and 
appoint them for himself, for his 
onariots, and to be his horsemen; 
and some shall run before his cha¬ 
riots. 

12 And he will Appoint him cap¬ 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over fifties ; and will set them to ear 
his ground, and to reap his harvest, 
aad to make his instruments of war, 
and instruments of his chariots. 

13 And he will take your daughters 
to ho confectionaries, and to be cooks, 
and to bo bakers. 

14 And ho will take your fields, 
and your vineyards, and your olive- 
yards, oven the best of them, and give 
them to his servants. 

16 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, 
anti give to his offioers, and to his 
servants. 

10 And he will take your men- 
servants, and your maid servants, 
and your goodliest young men, and 
yonr asses, and put them to his 
work. 

17 He will tako the tenth of your 
iheep; and ye shall bo his servants. 

18 And yo shall cry out in that day 
beoaaso of your king which ye shall 
bavo ohoson you ; and the Lord will 
uot hear you in that day. 

19 Nevertheless the people refused 
to obey the voice of Samuel; and 
they said, Nay; but we will have a 
king ovor ns; 

20 That we also may bo like all 
the nations; and that our king may 


judgo us, and go out before us, and 
fight our battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words 
of the people, and he rehearsed them 
in the enrs of the Lord. 

22 And the Lord said to Samuel, 
Hearken unto their voioe, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
uuto his city. 

CHAPTER IX. 

! Saul cameth to Samuel—Samuel bringeih Said 
on hit way. 

OW there was a man of Benja¬ 
min, whose name was Kish, the 
son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the 
son of Bcchoralh, the son of Aphiah, 
a Bcnjamite, a mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a son, whose name 
was Saul, a choice young man, and a 
goodly; and there was not Among 
tho children of Israel a goodlier per¬ 
son than he ; from his shoulders and 
upward he was higher than any of 
the neoplo. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s 
father were lo9t. Aud Kish said to 
Saul his son, Tako now one of the ser¬ 
vants with thee, and arise, go seek 
the asses. 

4 And ho passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through the 
land of Shalisha, but they found them 
not; then they passed through the 
land of Shalim, and there they were 
not; and he passed through the land 
of the Bcnjamites, but they found 
them not. 

6 And when they wero come to the 
land of Zuph, Saul said to his ser¬ 
vant that was with him, Come, and 
let us return ; lest my father leave 
caring for the aHses, and take thought 
for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold 
now, there is in this oity a man of 
Ood, and he is an honourable man ; 
all that he saith cornelh surely to 
pass; now lot us go thither; perad- 
venture ho can show us our way that 
we should go. 

7 Then said Saul to bis servant, 
But, behold, if we go, what shall we 
briug the man ? for tho bread is spent 
in our vessels, and there is not apre- 
sent to bring to the man of God; 
what havo wo ? 

8 And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said. Behold T have her* 
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at hand the fonrth part of a shekel 
of silver; that will I give to the man 
of God, to tell us our way. 

9 (Beforetimo in Israel, when a 
man went to inquire of God, thus he 
spake, Come, and let us go to the seer; 
for he that is now called a Prophet 
was beforetime called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, 
Well said ; come, let ns go. So they 
went unto the oity where the man of 
God was. 

11 And as they went up the hill 
to the city, they found young maid¬ 
ens going out to draw water, and said 
ujto them, Is the seer here ? 

12 And they answered them, and 
said, He is; behold, he is before you; 
make haste now, for he came to-day 
to the oity; for there is a sacrifice 
of the people to-day in the high 
place; 

13 As soon as ye be oome into the 
oity, ye shall straightway find him, 
before ho go np to the high place to 
cat; for the people will not eat until 
he come, because he doth bless the 
sacrifice; and afterwards they eat 
that be bidden. Now therefore get 
you up; for about this time ye shall 
find him. 

14 And they went up into the city; 
and when they were come into the 
oity, behold, Samnel came out against 
them, for to go up to the high place. 

15 Now the Lord had told Samuel in 
his ear a day before Saul came, saying, 

16 To-morrow about this time I 
will send thee a man out of the land 
of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint 
him to be captain over my people Is¬ 
rael, that he may save my people out 
of the hand of the Philistines; for I 
have looked upon my people, because 
their cry is come nnto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lord said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of! this same 
shall reign over ray people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel 
in the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray 
thee, where the seer’s house is. 

19 And Samuel answored Saul, and 
said, I am the seer; go up before me 
□uto the high place; for ye shall eat 
with me to-day, and to-morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thoo all that 
is in thine heart. 

20 And as for thine asses that were 


lost three days ago, set not thy mind 
on them; for they are found. And 
on whom is all the desire of Israel? 
Is it not on thee, and on all thy fa¬ 
ther’s house ? 

21 And Saul answered and said, 
Am not I a Benjamite, of the small¬ 
est of the tribes of Israel ? and my 
family the least of all the families 
of the tribe of Benjamin ? wherefore 
then speakest thou so to me? 

22 And Samuel took Saul a:id hi? 
servant, and brought them into tho 
parlour, and made them sit in the 
chicfest place among them that were 
bidden, which were about thirty per¬ 
sons. 

23 Aud Samuel said unto the cook, 
Bring tho portion which I gave thee, 
of which I said unto thee, Set it hy 
thee. 

24 And the cook took np the shoul 
der, and that which was upon it, and 
set it before Saul. And Samuel said, 
Behold that which is left! set it be¬ 
fore thee and eat; for unto this time 
hath it been kept for thee since I 
said, I have invited the people. So 
Saul did eat with Samuel that day. 

25 And when they were come down 
from tho high place into the oity, 
Samuel communed with Saul upon 
the top of the house. 

26 And they arose early; and it 
came to pass ahout the spring of the 
day, that Samuel called Saul to the 

1 top of the house, saying, Up, that I 
may send thee away. And Saul arose, 
and they went out both of them, h» 
and Samuel, abroad. 

27 And as they wore going down to 
the end of tho oity, Samuel said to 
Saul, Bid the servant pass on before 
us, (and he passed on,) but stand thoo 
still a while, that 1 may show thee 
the word of God. 

CHAPTER X. 

Samuel anainlAh SauL> and confirms th him — 
Saul's heart is changed, and he prvphmetA 
—Kud chosen at Mirpeh by lot. 

HEN Samuel took a vial of oil, 
and poured it upon bis head, 
and kissed him, and said. Is it not 
becauso the Lord hath anointed thee 
to bo captain over his inheritance ? 

2 When thou art departed from me 
to-day, then thou shalt find two men 
by Bachol's sepulchre in the border 
of Benjamin at Zeleah ; and they will

be y unto thco, The esses which thou 
wcntost to seek are found; and, lo, 
thy father hath left the care of the 
asses, and sorroweth for you, Baying, 
What shall I do for my son? 

3 Then flhalt thou go on forward 
from thonce, aud thou ahalt oome to 
Iho plain of Tabor, and there shall 
meet thee three men going up to God 
ui Pelh-ol, one oarrying three kidfl, 
and another carrying three loavos of 
bread, and another carrying a bottle 
of wine; 

4 And they will salute thee, and 
give thee two loaves of bread; which 
thou shalt receive of their hands. 

5 After that thou Bhalt oome to the 
hill of God, whore is the garrison of 
the Philistines; and it shall oome to 
pass, when Lhou art cotne thither to 
the city, that thou shall meet a com¬ 
pany of prophets coming down from 
Iho high place with a psaltory, and a 
tabrot, and a pipe, and a harp, be¬ 
fore them; and they shall prophesy; 

6 And the Spirit of the Lord will 
oome upon thee, and thou shalt 
prophesy with them, and shalt be 
turnod into another man. 

7 And lot it ho, when these signs 
are oome unto thco, that thon do as 
oooasion serve thee; for God is with 
thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before 
mo to Gilgal; and, behold, I will 
oome down unto thee, to offer burnt 
offerings, and to saorifioe saorificos of 
peace offerings; sovon days shalt thou 
tarry, till I come to thee, and show 
thee what thou shalt do. 

9 And it was so, that, when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, 
God gave him anothor heart; and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither to 
tho hill, hohold, a company of pro- 

S hets mot him; and the Spirit of 
od came upon him, and he prophe- 
Biod among them, 

11 And it came to pass, when all 
that knew him bnforetime Baw that, 
behold, ho prophesiod among the 
prophets, then tho people said one 
to another, What in this that is oome 
unto tho son of Kish 7 Is Saul also 
among tho prophetB? 

12 Aud one of the same plaoe an¬ 
swered and said, But who is their 
father? Therefore it beoame a pro¬ 
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verb, Is Sanl also among the pro¬ 
phets 7 

13 And when he had made an end 
of prophosying, he came to the high 
place. 

14 And Saul’s unole said unto him 
and to his servant, Whither wont ye? 
And he said, To seek the asses; and 
when wo saw that they wore nowhere, 
we came to Samuel. 

15 And Saul’s uncle said, tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuol said unto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his uncle, 
He told us plainly that the asses 
wore found. But of the matter of 
the kingdom, wheroof Samuel spake, 
he told him not. 

17 And Samuel called the people 
together unto the Lord to Mizpeh; 

18 And said unto the children of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, I brought up Israel out of 
Egypt, and delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of all kingdoms, and of 
them that oppressed you; 

19 Aud yo have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and your tribu¬ 
lations; and ye have said unto him, 
Nay, bat set a king over ns. Now 
therefore present yourselves before 
tho Lord by your tribes, and by yonr 
thousands. 

20 And when Samuel had caused 
all the tribes of Israel to oome near, 
the tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 When he had caused the tribe 
of Benjamin to oome near by their 
families, the family of Matri was 
taken, and Saul the eon of Kish waB 
taken ; and when they sought him, 
he could not he found. 

22 Therefore they inquired of the 
Lord further, if the man should yet 
oomo thither. And the Lord an¬ 
swered, Behold, he hath hid himself 
among the stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetohed him 
thenco; and when he stood among 
the people, he was higher than any 
of the people from his shoulders and 

upward. 

2-1 And Snmucl said to all the peo¬ 
ple, See y c him whom tho Lord hath 
chosen, that there is none like him 
among all the peoplo? And all the 
people shouted, and said, God save 
the king. 
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25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote 
it in a book, and laid it up before 
the Lord. And Samuel sent all the 
people away, every man to his house. 

26 And Saul also went home to 
Oibeah; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts God had 
touched. 

27 But the chitdren of Belial said, 
How shall this man save us? And 
they despised him, and brought him 
no presents. But he held his peace. 

CHAPTER XL 

The intrigue of tfahcuh —.SauTi kingdom 
renewal. 

rriHEN Nahash the Ammonite came 
up, and encamped against Jab- 
esh-gilead; and all the men of Jab- 
esh said unto Nahash, Make a cove¬ 
nant with us, and we will serve thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite an¬ 
swered them, On this condition will I 
make a covenant with you, that I 
may thrust out all your right eyes, 
and lay it fora reproach in all Israel. 

3 And the elders of Jabesh said 
unto him, Give us seven days' re¬ 
spite, that wo may send messengers 
unto all the coasts of Israel ; and 
then, if there be no man to save ns, 
we will come out to thee. 

4 Then came the messengers to 
Qibeah of Sanl, and told the tidings 
in the ears of the people ; and all the 
people lifted up their voices, and 
wept. 

5 And, hchold, Saul oame after the 
herd out of the field ; and Saul said, 
What aileth the people that they 
weep? And they told him the tidings 
of the men of Jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of Q od came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, 
and his anger was kindlod greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all the coasts of Israol 
by the hands of messengers, saying, 
Whosoever oometh not forth after 
Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be 
done unto his oxen. And the fear 
of the Lord fell on the people, and 
they oame out with one consont. 

6 And when he numberod them in 
Besek, the ohildren of Israel wero 
three hundred thousand, and the men 
of Judah thirty thousand. 

1) And they Baid unto the messen¬ 


gers that came, Thus shall ye saj 
unto the men of Jabcsh-gilcad, To 
morrow, by that time the Bun be hot, 
ye shall have help. And the messen¬ 
gers came and snowed it to the men 
of Jabesh; and they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh 
said, To-morrow we will come out 
unto you, and ye shall do with us all 
that scemeth good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, 
that Saul put the people in three 
companies; and they came into the 
midst of the host in the morning 
watch, and slew the Ammonites until 
the heat of the day ; ami it cauio to 
to pass, that they which remained 
were scattered, so that two of thorn 
were not left together. 

12 And the people said unto Samuel, 
Who is he Lhat said, Shall Saul reigu 
over us ? bring the men, that we may 
put them to death. 

13 And Saul said. There shall not 
a man be put to death this day; for 
to-day the Lord hath wrought salva¬ 
tion in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gil¬ 
gal ; and there they made Saul king 
before the Lord in Gilgal; and there 
they sacrificed sacrifices of peace of¬ 
ferings before the Lord; and there 
Saul and all the men of Israel ro- 

1 joiced greatly. 

CHAPTER XII. 

SamueTt integrity—The people's ingrati¬ 
tude—HtlerriJUih arul comforteth them. 
ND Samuel said unto all Israel, 
Behold, I have hearkened unto 
your voice in all that ye said unto 
me, and have made a king over you. 

2 And now, behold, the king walk- 
cth before you; and I am old and 
grayheaded ; and, behold, my sons 
are with you ; and I have walked be¬ 
fore you from my ohildhood unto this 
day. 

3 Behold, here I am; witness 
against me before the Lord, and be¬ 
fore his anointed ; whose ox have I 
taken? or whose ass have I taken? 
or whom have I defrauded ? whom 
have I oppressed? or of whose hand 
have I received any bribe to blinJ 
mine eyes therewith ? and I will re¬ 
store it you. 



CHAPTER XIII. *23 

4 And they said, Thou hast noL tie- I 15 But if ye will not obey the voioe 


fraud ed us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast (hou taken aught of any man’s 
hand. 

5 And be said unto them, The Lord 
it witness agaiDBt you, and his an¬ 
ointed is witness this day, that ye 
have not found aught in my band. 
And they answered, lie is witness. 

0 And Samuel said unto tho people, 
It is tbo Lord that advanced Moses 
and Aaron, and that brought your 
fathers up out of the land of Egypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that I 
may reason with you before tbo Lord 
of all tbo righteous nots of the Lord, 
which be did to you and to your 
fathers. 

8 Whon Jacob was come into 
Egypt, and your fathers cried unto 
the Lord, then the Lord sent Moses 
and Aaron, which brought forth your 
fathers out of Egypt, and made them 
dwell in this place. 

9 And when they forgat the Lord 
their God, he sold them into the 
hand of Sisera, captain of the host of 
Hnzor, and into the hand of the Phil¬ 
istines, and into the band of the king 
of Moab, and they fought against 
them. 

10 And they oried onto the Lord, 
and said, We have sinned, booause 
we have forsaken the Lord, and have 
served Baalim and Aahtarolh; but 
now deliver us out of tho hand of our 
enemies, and we will servo thee. 

11 And the Lord sent Jembbaal, 
and I3edan, and Jcphthah, and Sam¬ 
uel, and delivered you out of tbo 
hand of your enemies on every side, 
aDd ye dwelt safo. 

12 And when ye saw that Nahash 
the king of the children of Ammon 
oame against you, yo said unto me, 
Nay ; but a king shall reign over us; 
when the Lord your God was your 
king. 

13 Naw therefore behold the king 
whom ye have choson, and whom ye 
have desired ! and, bohold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. 

14 If yo will fear tho Lord, and 
serve him, and obey his voice, and 
not rebel against tho commandment 
of tho Lord ; thon shall both ye and 
also tho king that reigneth over you 
oontinue following too Lord your 
God; 


of the Lord, but rebel against the 
commandment of the Lord; then 
shall tho hand of the Lord bo against 
you, as it was against your fathers. 

16 Now therefore stand and see Ibis 
great IhiDg, which tho Lord will do 
before your eyes. 

17 Is it not wheat harvest to-day? 
1 will call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunder and rain; that ye may 
perceive and sec that your wicked¬ 
ness is great, which ye have done in 
the sight of tho Lord, in asking yon 
a king. 

18 So Samuel called unto the Lord ; 
and the Lord sent thnnder and rain 
that day ; and all the people greatly 
feared tho Lord and Samuel. 

19 And all the people said unto 
Samuel, Pray for thy servants unto 
tho Lord thy God, that we die not; 
for we have added unto all onr sins 
this evil, to ask us a king. 

20 And SamncI said unto the people, 
Fear not; ye have done all this 
wickedness; yet turn not aside from 
following the Lord, but serve the 
Lord with all your heart; 

21 And turn yo not aside; for then 
should ye go after vain things, which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they 
are vain. 

22 For the Lord will not forsake his 
people for his great name's sake; be¬ 
cause it bath pleased the Lord to 
make you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that I should sin against tho Lord in 
ceasing to pray for yon; but I will 
teach you the good and the right 
way; 

24 Only fear the Lord, and serve 
him in truth with all your heart; for 
oonsider how great things he hath 
done for you. 

26 Bnt if ye shall still do wiokedly, 
ye shall be oonemned, both ye and 
your king. 

CHAPTER XIIL 

•ShuTi band—The Philistine? great hast — 

The distrust of (lie Israelites—Scud sacri¬ 
fice Ih — Samuel rrpraveth him —77k policy 

of the I'hilistinrj. 

AUL reigned one year; and when 
ho had reigned two years over 
Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand 
men of larao!; whereof two thousand 
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were with Baul in MichmaBh and in 
mount Beth el, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan in Qibcah of Benja¬ 
min; and tho rest of the people he 
sent every man to his lent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the garrison 
of the Philistines that was in Geba, 
and the Philistines heard of it. And 
Saul blew the trumpet throughout all 
the land. Baying, Let tho Hebrews 
hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philis¬ 
tines, and that Israel also was had 
in abomination with the Philistines. 
And the people wero called together 
after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight with 
Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and 
six thousand horsemen, and people 
as the sand which is on the sea-shore 
in multitude ; and they came up, and 
pitched in Michmash, eastward from 
Bclh-avcn. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed,) then the people did 
hide thcmsolves in oavos, and in 
thiokets, and in rooks, and in high 
places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went 
over Jordan to the land of Gad and 
Gilead. As for Saul, he was yet in 
Gilgal, and all the people followed 
him trembling. 

8 And he tarried seven days, 
aocording to the set timo that Samnel 
had appointed; but Samuel came not 
to Gilgal; and the people were 
scattered from him. 

9 And Saul said, Bring hither a 
burnt offering to me, and peace offer¬ 
ings. And he offered the ournt offer¬ 
ing. 

10 And it oame to pass, that as 
soon as he had made an end of offor- 
ing the burnt offering, behold, Bamuel 
oame ; and Baal went out to meet 
him, that he might salute him. 

11 And Samuel said, What hast 
thou done? And Baul said, Beoause 
I saw that the people wore scattered 
from me, and that thou oamest not 
witbin the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Miohmash; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will oome down now upon me to Gil- 


gal, and I have not made supplication 
onto the Lord; I forced myself 
therefore, and offered a burnt offer¬ 
ing. 

13 And Samnel said to Baul, Thou 
hast done foolishly; thou hast not 
kept tho commandment of the Lord 
tby God, which he commanded thee ; 
for now would the Lord have estab¬ 
lished thy kingdom upon Israel for 
ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue; the Lord hath sought him 
a man after his own heart, and the 
Lord hath commanded him to be 
captain over his people, because thou 
hast not kept that which the Lord 
commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him 
up from Gilgal unto Oibeah of Ben¬ 
jamin. And Saul numbered the 
people that were present with him, 
about six hundred men. 

10 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were present with 
them; abode in Gibeah of Benjamin ; 
but the Philistines encamped in 
Michmash. 

17 And the spoilers came out of the 
camp of tho Philistines in three 
companies; one oompany turned 
unto the way that leadeth to OphraL, 
onto the land of Shual; 

18 And another company turned 
the way to Beth-horon; and another 
company turned to the way of the 
boraor that looketh to the valley of 
Zoboim toward the wilderness. 

10 Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel; for 
the Philistines Baid, Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears ; 

20 But all the Israelites went down 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every 
man his share, and his oonlter, and 
his axe, and his mattock. 

21 Yet they had a file for the mat¬ 
tocks, and for the waiters, and foT 
the forks, and for the axos, and to 
eharpon the goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neithor sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any 
of the peoplo that wore with Saul and 
Jonathan ; but with Saul and with 
Jonathan his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the Philis 
tines went out to the passage of 
Miohmash. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 

Jonathan tmiUth the Philistines* garrison — 
A divine terror—SauTs unadvised adjura¬ 
tion lie buildeih an altar—Jonathan 
saved by the people—SauTs family. 

OW it cttmo to pass upon a day, 
that Jonathan the son of Saul 
said unto the young man that bare 
his armour, Come, and let ne go over 
tn the Philistines' garrison, that is on 
the other side. Dut he told not hia 
father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
pari of Qibeab under a pomegranate 
tree which is in Migron; and the 
people that were with him were about 
six hundred men; 

3 And Abiah, the eon of Ahitub, 
I-chubod’s brother, the son of Phin- 
ehfts, tbe son of Eli, the Lord's priest 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And 
Hie people knew not that Jonathan 
was gone. 

4 And helweon the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto the Philistines’ garrison, thero 
was a Bharp rock on the one side, and 
a sharp rock on the other side; and 
tho name of the one was Bozez, and 
the name of the other Scneh. 

5 The forefront of the one was 
situate northward over against Mich- 
rnash, and tho other southward over 
against Gibeah. 

6 And Jonathan said to tho young 
man that bare his armour, Come, 
and lot us go over unto the garrison 
of these uncircumoiscd ; it may be 
that the Lord will work for us; for 
thero is no restraint to the Lord to 
save by many or by few. 

7 And his armour-bearer said unto 
him, Do all that is in thy heart; 
turn thee ; bohold, I am with thee 
according to thy heart. 

8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, wo 
will pass over unto these men, and we 
will discover ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto ua, Tarry 
until wo come to you ; then we will 
stand still in our plaoe, and will not 
go up unto thorn. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up 
unto us ; then we will go up ; for the 
Lord hath delivered them into our 
hand ; and this shall be a sign unto 
ua. 

11 And both of them discovered 
themselves unto the garrison of the 
Philistines; and the Philistines said. 


Behold, tho Hebrews conio forth out 
of the holes where they had hid 
themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison 
answered Jonathan and his armour- 
bearer, and said, Come up to us, and 
we will show you a thing. And 
Jonathan said unto his armour- 
bearer, Come up after me; for the 
Lord hath delivered them into the 
hand of Israel. 

13 And Jonathan climbed up npon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his 
armour-bearer after him; and they 
fell before Jonathan ; and his armour- 
bearer slew after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which 
Jonathan and his armour-bearer 
made, was about twenty men, within 
as it were a half aore of land, which 
a yoke of oxen might plough. 

15 And there was trembling in the 
host, in the field, and among all the 
people; the garrison, and the spoil¬ 
ers, they also trembled, and the earth 
quaked; so it was a very great 
trembling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and, 
behold, the multitude melted away, 
and they went ou beating down one 
another. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, 
and see wbo is gone from us. And 
when they had numbered, behold, 
Jonathan and hiB armonr-hearer were 
not there. 

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring 
hitbor tho ark of God. For the ark 
of God was at that time with the 
children of Israel. 

19 And it came to pass, while Saul 
talked unto the prieBt, that the noise 
that was in the host of the Philis¬ 
tines went on and increased; and 
Saul said unto tho priest, Withdraw 
thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people 
that were with him assembled them¬ 
selves, and they came to tho battle; 
and, behold, every man’s sword waa 
against his fellow, and there was a 
very great discomfiture, 

21 Moreover, the Hebrews that were 
with the Philistines before that time, 
whiob wont up with them into the 
camp from the oountry round about, 
even they also turned to be with the

Israelites that were with Saul and 
Jonathan. 

22 Likewise all tho men of Israel 
which had hid themselves in mount 
Ephraim, when Lhcy heard that the 
Philistines fled, even they also fol¬ 
lowed hard after them in the battle. 

23 So tho Lord saved Israel that 
day ; and the battle passed over unto 
Beth-aveu. 

24 And tho men of Israel were dis¬ 
tressed that day; for Sanl had ad¬ 
jured the people, saying, Cursed be 
the man that catoth any food until 
evening, that I may bo avenged on 
mine enemies. So nono of the peo¬ 
ple tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land came to 
a wood; and there wns honey upon 
the ground. 

26 And when tho people were come 
into the wood, behold, the honey 
dropped; but no man put his hand 
to his mouth; for the people feared 
the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when 
his father charged the people with 
the oath ; wherefore he put forth the 
end of the rod that was in his hand, 
and dipped it in a honey-comb, and 
put his hand to his mouth ; and his 
eyes were enlightened. 

28 Then answered one of the peo¬ 
ple, and said, Thy father atraitly 
oharged the people with an oath, 
saying, Cursed be the man that eat- 
eth any food this day. And the peo¬ 
ple were faint. 

29 Then said Jonathan, My father 
hath troubled the land ; see, I pray 
you, how mine eyes have been en¬ 
lightened, because I tasted a little 
of this honey. 

30 How much more, if haply the 
people had eatoo freely to-day of tho 
Bpoil of their enemies which they 
found? for had there not been now 
a much greater slaughter among the 
Philistines ? 

31 And they smote the Philistines 
that day from Miohmash to Aijalon ; 
and the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and 
salves, and slew them on the ground; 
and the people did oat thorn with the 
blood. 

33 Then they told Saul, saying, 
Behold, the people sin against the 


Lord, in that they cat with the hlood. 
And ho said, Ye have transgressed; 
roll a great stone unto me this day. 

34 And Saul said, Disperse your¬ 
selves among the people, and say 
unto them, Bring mo hither every 
man his ox, and every man his sheep,, 
and slay them here, and cat; and sin 
not against tho Lord in eating with 
the blood. And all the people brought 
every man his ox with him that night, 
and slew them there. 

35 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lord ; the same was the first altar 
that he built unto the Lord. 

36 And Saul said, Let us go down 
after tho Philistines by night, and 
spoil them until the morning light, 
and let us not leave a man of them. 
And they said, Do whatsoever seem- 
cth good unto thee. Then said the 
priest, Let us draw near hither unto 
God. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, 
Shall I go down after the Philistines ? 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand 
of Israel? But he answerod him not 
that day. 

38 And Saul said, Draw ye near 
hither, all the ohief of the people ; 
and know and see wherein this sin 
hath been this day. 

39 For, as tho Lord liveth, which 
saveth Israel, though it he in Jona¬ 
than my son, ho shall surely die. 
But there was not a man among all 
the poople that answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all Israel, Be 
ye on one side, and I and Jonathan 
my son will be on the other side. 
And the peoplo said unto Sanl, Do 
what seometh good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said onto the 
Lord God of Israel, Give a perfect 
lot. And Saul and Jonathan were 
taken ; but the peoplo escaped. 

42 And Saul said, Cast lots between 
me and Jonathau my son. And Jona¬ 
than was taken. 

43 Than Saul said to Jonathan, 
Tell mo what thou hast done. And 
Jonathan told him, and said, I did 
but ta9te a little honey with the end 
of the rod that was in mine hand, 
and, lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so 
and more also ; for thou shalt surely 
die, Jonathan. 

45 And the peoplo said unto Saul, 
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Shull Jooathan die, who hath wrought 
this great salvation in Iaracl ? God 
forbid ; bb the Lord livelh, Ihero shall 
not one hair of hie head fall to the 
ground; for be hath wrought with 
flr>d thin day. So the people rescued 
Jonathan, that ho died not. 

4fl Then Saul went up from follow¬ 
ing the Philistines; and the Philis¬ 
tines went to their own plaoe. 

17 So Saul took the kingdom over 
Inrucl, and fought against all his 
enumicB on every Bide, against Moab, 
and against the children of Ammon, 
und against Edom, and againBt the 
kings of Zobah, and against the Phi¬ 
listines; and whithersoever he turned 
himself, he vexed them. 

46 And ho gathered a host, and 
smote the Amalckites, and delivered 
Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jona¬ 
than, and Ishui, and Melchi-shua; 
and the names of his two daughters 
were theso ; the name of tho first-born 
Merab, and the name of the younger 
Miehal; 

60 And tho name of Saul’s wife 
was Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahi- 
muaz; and the name of the captain 
of his host was Abner, tho son of Ncr, 
Snul’s uncle. 

61 And Kish was tho father of 
Saul; and Nor the father of Abnor 
was tbo son of Abiel. 

62 And there was sore war agaiust 
the Philistines all the days of Saul ; 
and when Saul saw any strong man, 
or any valiant man, he took him unto 
him. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Samuel tmdeth Saul to destroy AmaUk—Fit 

tparelh Agog and the best of the spoil — 

God i rejection of him for his disobedience 
.Saui’jf humiliation—Samuel fcilleth Ayay 

—Sa muel and Saul part. 

S AMUEL also said unto Saul, The 
Lord sent me to anoint thee to 
bo king over his people, over Israel; 
now thorofore hearken thou unto tho 
voice of tho words of the Lord. 

2 Thus Baith the Lord of hosts, I 
remember that which Amalck did to 
Israel, how bo laid wait for him in 
the way, when he oame up from 
Egypt. 

3 Now go and smite Amalok, and 
utterly destroy all that they have, 
and spare them not; but slay both I 
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man and woman, infant and Buok- 
ling, ox and sheep, camel and asB. 

4 And Saul gathered tho people 
together, and numbered them in Te- 
laim, two hundred thousand footmen, 
and ten thousand men of Judah. 

5 And Saul came to a city of Ama- 
lek, and laid wait in the valley. 

0 And Saul SAid unto the Kenites, 
Go, depart, get you down from 
among the Amalekites, lest I destroy 
you with them ; for he showed kind¬ 
ness to all the children of Israel when 
they came up out of Egypt. So the 
Kenites departed from Among the 
Amalekites. 

7 And Saul smote the Amalekites 
from Ilavilah until thou comest to 
Shur, that is over against Egypt. 

8 And he took Agag the king of 
the Amalckitos alive, and utterly de¬ 
stroyed all the people with the edge 
of tho sword. 

9 But Saul and the people spared 
Agag, and the host of the sheep, and 
of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and 
the lambs, and all that was good, and 
would not utterly destroy them ; but 
every thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

10 Then came the word of the Lord 
onto Samuel, saying, 

111 have set op Saol to be king, 
and he repenteth not that he hath 
sinned, for he hath turned back from 
following me, and hath not 
my commandments. And 
Samuel; and he cried unto the Lord 
all night. 

12 And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul oame to Carmel, 
and, behold, he set him np a plaoe, 
and is gone about, and passed on, 
and gone down to Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel oame to Saul; and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed be thou 
of the Lord ; I have performed the 
commandment of the Lord. 

14 And Samuel said, What mean- 
eth then this bleating of the sheep in 
mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen 
which I hear 7 

16 Aod Saul said, They have brought 
them from tho Amalekites ; for the 
people spared the best of the sheep 
and of tne oxen, to saorifioe unto the 
Lord thy God ; and thq rest we here 
utterly doatreyod.

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10 Then Samuel said unto Saul, 
Stay, and I will tell theo what the 
Lord hath said to me this night. 
And he said unto him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said, When thou 
waBt little in thine own sight, wast 
thou not made the head of the trihes 
of Israel, and the Lord anointed thee 
king over Israel ? 

18 And the Lord sent thee on a 
jotrrney, and Baid, Go and utterly 
destroy the sinners the Amalekites, 
and fight againBt them until they be 
consumed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not 
ohey the voice of the Lord, hut didst 
fly upon the spoil, and didst evil in 
the sight of the Lord ? 

20 And Saul said unto Samnel, Tea, 
I have obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
and have gone the way which the 
Lord sent me, and have brought 
Agag the king of Amalek, and have 
utterly destroyed the Amalekites. 

21 But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of tho 
things which should havo heen ut¬ 
terly destroyed, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God in Gilgal. 

22 And Samuel Baid, Hath the Lord 
as great delight in hurnt offerings and 
sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of 
the Lord ? Behold, to obey iB better 
than sacrifice, and to hearken than 
the fat of rams. 

23 For rebellion is as the sin of 
witchcraft, and stubbornness is as 
iniquity aud idolatry. Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
he hath also rejected thee from being 
king. 

24 And Saul said unto Samuel, I 
have sinned ; for I have transgressed 
the aommandment of the Lord, and 
thy words ; heoause I feared the peo¬ 
ple, and obeyed their voice. 

26 Now therefore, I pray thee, par¬ 
don my sin, and turn again with me, 
that I may worship the Lord. 

26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I 
will not return with thee ; for thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
and the Lord hath rejected thee from 
being king over Israel. 

27 And as Samuel turned about to 
go away, he laid hold upon the skirt 
of his mantle, and it rent. 

28 And Samuel said unto him, The 
Lord hath rent the kingdom of Israel 


from theo this day, and hath given 
it to a neighbour of thine, that is 
better than thou. 

29 And also the Strength of Israel 
will not lie nor repent; for ho is not 
a man that he should repent. 

30 Then ho said, I have sinned; yet 
honour me now, I pray thee, before 
the elders of my people, and hefore 
Israel, and turn again with me, that 
I may worship the Lord thy Gcd. 

31 So Samuel turned again after 
Saul; and Saul worshipped the Lord 

32 Then said Samuel, Bring ye 
hither to me Agag the king of the 
Amalekites. And Agag came unto 
him delicately. And Agag said, 
Surely the bitterness of death is 
past. 

33 And Samuel said, As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall 
thy mother be childless among wo¬ 
men. And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the Lord in Gilgal. 

34 Then Samuel went to Ramah; 
and Saul went up to his house lo Gi- 
beah of Saul. 

35 And Samuel came no more to 
see Saul until the day of hia death; 
nevertheless, Samoel monmed for 
Saul; and the Lord rent the kingdom 
from Saul whom he had made king 
over Israel. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Samuel armeth to Btlh-Uhrm—Hit human 
judgment is re proved — He anuxrdelh Da¬ 
vid—Saul sendeth for David. 

ND the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Dow long wilt thou mourn for 
Saul, seeing I have rejected him 
from reigniDg over Israel ? fill thine 
horn with oil, and go, I will send thee 
to Jesse the Beth-lehemite; for I 
have provided me a king among his 
sons. 

2 And Samuel said. Row can I go ? 
if Sacl hear it, he will kill me. And 
tho Lord said, Take a heifer with 
thee, and say, T am come to sacrifioe 
to the Lord. 

3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, 
and I will show thee what thou sbalt 
do; and thon shalt anoint unto me 
him whom I name unto theo. 

4 And Samuel did that which the 
Lord spake, and came to Beth-lehem. 
And the elders of the town trembled 
at his coming, and said, Comest thou 
peaceably 7 
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6 And he said, Peaceably; I am 
come to eaorifieo unto tho Lord; 
■anotify yourselves, and come with 
mo to the sacrifice. And he sancti¬ 
fied Jesse and his sons, and called 
them to the sacrifice. 

6 And it came to pass, when they 
were oorne, that ho looked on Eliab, 
and said, Surely the Lord’s anointed 
is before him. 

7 But the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or on 
the hoight of his stature; because I 
hare rofused him ; for the Lord seeth 
not as mun seeth ; for man lookoth 
on the outward appearance, but the 
Lord lookoth on the heart. 

8 Then Jesse oalled Abinadab, and 
made him pass before Samuel. And 
ho said, Noithor hath the Lord cho¬ 
sen this. 

9 Then Jesse made Shammah to 
pass by. And he said, Neither hath 
tho Lord ohoson this. 

10 Again Josse made seven of his 
sons to pass beforo Samuel. And 
Samuel said unto Jesso, Tho Lord 
balk not chosen these. 

11 And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are 
here all thy children ? And he said, 
There romaineth yet the youngest, 
and, behold, ho kcepeth the sheep. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse, Send 
and fetoh him; for we will not sit 
down till he oorne hither. 

12 And ho sont, and brought him 
in. Now ho was ruddy, and withal 
of a beautiful countenance, and goodly 
to look to. And tho Lord said, Arise, 
anoint him ; for this is ho. 

13 Then Samuel took tho horn of 
oil, and anointed him in the midst of 
his hrethi\ \ and tho Spirit of tho 
Lord came upon David from that day 
forward. So Samuel tobo op, and 
went to Hamah. 

14 But the Spirit of the Lord de¬ 
parted from Saul, and an evil spirit 
which was not of the Lord troubled 
him. 

15 And Saul's servants said unto 
him, Behold now, an evil spirit whioh 
is not of God troubleth thee. 

16 Let our lord now oommand thy 
servants, whioh are before theo, to 
seek out a man, who is a cunning 
player on a harp; and it shall come 
to pass, when the evil spirit, whioh is 
not of God, is upon thee, that he shall 


lay with his hand, and thou shall 
o woll. 

17 And Saul said unto hia servants, 
Provido me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him to me. 

18 Then answered one of the ser¬ 
vants, and said, Behold, I have seen 
a son of Jesse the Both-lehemite, 
that is cunning in playing, and a 
mighty valiant man, and a man of 
war, and prudent in matters, and a 
comely person, and the Lord is with 
him. 

19 Wherefore Saul sent messengers 
unto Jesso, and said, Send me David 
thy son, which is with the sheep. 

20 And Jesso took an ass laden 
with bread, and a hottle of wine, and 
a kid, and sent them by David his 
son unto Saul. 

21 And David came to Saul, and 
stood hefore him; and he loved him 
greatly; and he heoame his armour- 
bearer. 

22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, 
Let David, I pray thee, Btand hefore 
mo; for he hath found favour in my 
sight. 

23 And it came to pass, when the 
evil spirit, which was not of God, 
was upon Saul, that David took a 
haru, and played with hiB hand; 
so Saul was refreshed, and was well, 
and tho evil spirit departed from 
him. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Ooliath't challenge—David taketh the chal¬ 
lenge—By faith he tlayeth the giant. 

OW tho Philistines gathered 
together their armies to battle, 
and were gathered together at Sho- 
ohoh, whioh hclongctli to Judah, and 
itched between Shochoh and Aze- 
ah, in EpheB-dammim. 

2 And Saul and the men of Israel 
were gathered together, and pitched 
hy the valley of Elah, and set the 
hattle in array against the Philis¬ 
tines. 

3 And the Philistines stood on a 
mountain on the one side, and Israel 
stood on a mountain on the othor 
side; and there was a valley between 
them. 

4 And thore went out a champion 
oat of the camp of the Philistines, 
named Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was six oubits and a span, 

6 And he had a helmet of brass 
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o^on hia head, and he was armed 
with a coat of mail; and the weight 
of the ooat waa five thousand shekels 
of braes. 

6 And he had greaveB of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of braeB be¬ 
tween his shouldors. 

7 And the staff of hia spear was 
like a wearer’s beam; and his spear’s I 
head weighed six hundred shekels of 
iron; and one bearing a shield went 
before him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the 
armies of Israel, and said unto them, 
Why are ye come out to set your 
battle in array ? am not I a Philis¬ 
tine, and ye servants to Saul ? chooso 
you a man for you, and let him come 
down to me. 

9 If he be ablo to fight with me, 
and to kill me, then will wo bo your 
servants; but if I provail against 
him, and kill him, then shall yo be 
our servants, and servo us. 

10 And the Philistine said, I defy 
tho armies of Israel this day; give 
me a man, that we may fight to¬ 
gether. 

11 When Saul and all Israel heard 
those words of the Philistine, they 
were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 Now David was the son of 
that Ephrathito of Beth-lehem-judah, 
whoso name was Jesse; and he had 
eight sons; and the man went among 
men for an old man in the days of 
Saul. 

13 And the three eldest sons of 
Jesse went and followed Saul to the 
battle; and the names of his three 
eons that went to the battle were 
Eliab the first-born, and next unto 
him Abinadab, and the third Sham- 
mah. 

14 And David was the youngest; 
and tho three eldest followed Saul. 

15 But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed hie father’s sheep 
at Beth-lehem. 

10 And the Philistine drew near 
morning and evening, and presented 
himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse Bnid unto David his 
son, Take now for thy brethren an 
ephah of this parchod oorn, and these 
ten loaves, and run to the camp to 
thy brethren; 

18 And oarry these ten oheesos unto 
the captain of their thousand, and 


look how thy hrethren fare, and take 
their pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, aud all the 
men of Israel, were in the valley of 
Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

20 And David roso up early in the 
morning, and left the sheep with a 
keeper, and took, and went, bb Jesse 
had commanded him ; and he came 
to the trench, as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted for the 
battle. 

21 For Israel and the Philistines 
had put tho hattle in array, armj 
against army. 

22 And David left his carriage in 
the hand of the keeper of the car¬ 
riage, and run into the army, and came 
and saluted bis hrethren. 

23 And as he talked with them 
hchold, there came up the champion, 
the Philistine of Oath, Goliath by 
name, out of the armies of the Phi¬ 
listines, and spako according to 
the same words; and David heard 
them.' 

21 And all tho men of Israel, when 
they saw tho man, fled from him, 
and were sore afraid. 

25 And the men of Israel said, Have 
ye seen this man that is cotne up ? 
surely to defy Israel is he come up : 
and it shall be that the man who 
killcth him, the king will enrich him 
with great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make his father’s 
house free in Israel. 

26 And David spake to the men 
that stood by him, saying, What 
ghftll be done to the man that killeth 
this Philistine, and taketh away the 
reproach from Israel? for who is this 
uncircumcised Philistine, that he 
should defy tho armies of the living 
God? 

27 And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying. So shall 
it be done to the man that killeth 
him. 

23 And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when ho spake unto the men; 
and Eliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, aud ho said, Why earnest thou 
down hither? and with whom hast 
thou left those few sheep in the wil¬ 
derness ? I know thy pride- and the 
naughtiness of thino heart; for thou 
art come down that thou mighteat 
seo the hattle. 
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29 And David said, What have I 
now done? Is there not a cause? 

30 And he turned from him to¬ 
ward another, and epako after the 
name manner; and the people an¬ 
swered him again after the former 
manner. 

31 And wheD the words were beard 
which David spake, they rehearsed 

beforo Soul; and ho sent for 

him. 

32 And David said to Saul, Let no 
man’s heart fail because of him; thy 
servant will go and fight with this 
Philistino. 

33 And Saul said to David, Thou 
art not able to go against this Philis¬ 
tine to fight wiLh bim; for thou art 
hut a youth, and ho a man of war 
from his youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kopt his father’s sheep, and 
there came a lion, and a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the dock ; 

35 And I went out aftor him, and 
smoto bim, and delivered it out of 
his mouth ; and when he arose against 
me, I caught him by his heard, and 
smote him, and slow him. 

36 Thy servant slew both tho lion 
and the hear; and this unciroumcisod 
Philistino shall he as one of them, 
seeing he hath defied tho armies of 
the living God. 

37 David said moreovor, Tho Lord 
that delivered me out of tho paw of 
the lion, and out of tho paw of the 
boar, he will delivor me out of the 
hand of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the Lord be 
with thee. 

38 And Saul armod David with his 
armour, and he put a helmet of brass 
upon his head ; also he armed him 
with a coat of mail. 

39 And David girdod his sword 
upon his armour, and he assayed to 
go ; for he had not provod it. And 
David said unto Saul, I cannot go 
with those; for I have not proved 
them. And David nut them otT him. 

40 And he took his staff in his 
hand, and ohose him five smooth 
stones out of the hrook, and put 
them in a shepbord’B bag which ho 
had, even in a sorip ; and his sling 
was in his hand; and ho drow noar 
to tho Philistine. 

41 And the Philistine oamo on and 
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drow near uoto David; and the man 
that hare the shield went heforo him. 

42 And when the Philistine looked 
about, and saw David, ho disdained 
him; for he was hut a youth, aud 
ruddy, and of a fair countcnaneo. 

43 And the Philistine said unto 
David, Am I a dog, that thou comest 
to me with staves ? And the Philis¬ 
tine cursed David hy his gods. 

44 And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto tho fowls of the air, and to the 
heasts of the field. 

45 Then said David to the Philis¬ 
tine, Thou comest to me with a sword, 
and with a spear, and with a shield; 
but I como to thee in the name of 
the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast de¬ 
fied. 

46 This day will the Lord deliver 

thee into mino hand; and I will smite 
thee, and take thine head from thee; 
and I will give the carcasses of the 
host of the Philistines this day unto 
the fowls of the air, and to the wild 
beasts of the earth ; that all the earth 
may know that there is a God in 
Israel. * 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that tho Lord saveth not with sword 
and spear; for the battle is the 
Lord’s, and he will give you into our 
hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and drew 
nigh to meet David, that David 
hasted, and ran toward the army to 
moot tho Philistine. 

49 And David put his hand in his 
bag, and took thenoe a stone, and 
slang it, and smote the Philistine in 
his forehead, thAt the stone sunk 
into his forehead; and he fell upon 
his face to the earth. 

50 So David provailed over the 
Pbiliplinee with a sling and with a 
stone, and smote the Philistine, and 
slew him ; but there was do sword in 
the hand of David. 

51 Thoroforo David ran, and stood 
upon Lho Philistino, and took his 
sword, and drow it out of tho sheath 
thcroof, and slew him, and out off 
bis head therowith. And when tho 
Philistines saw thoir ohampion was 
dead, thoy fled. 

52 And the mon of Israel and of 
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Judah arose, and shouted, and pur¬ 
sued the Philistinos, until thou come 
to tho valley, and to tho gates of 
Ekron. And tho wounded of the 
Philistinos foil down by the way to 
Shaaraim, oven unto Gath, and unto 
Ekron. 

53 And the ohildren of Israel re¬ 
turned from chasing after tho Philis¬ 
tines, and they Bpoilcd their tents. 

54 And David took the head of tho 
Philistine, and hrought it to Jeru¬ 
salem; but he put his armour in his 
tent. 

65 And when Saul saw David go 
forth against the Philistine, ho said 
unto Abner, the captain of tho host, 
Abner, whose son is this youth ?

gether to war, to go down to Keilah, 
to besiege David and his men. 

0 And David knew that Sanl se¬ 
cretly practised mischief againBt him; 
and he said to Abiathar the priest, 
Bring hither the ephod. 

10 Then said David, 0 Lord God 
of Israel, thy servant hath certainly 
heard that Saul seeketh to come to 
Keilah, to destroy the oity for my 
sake. 

11 Will the men of Keilah deliver 
me np into his hand; will Saul oome 
down, as thy servant hath heard ? 0 
Lord God of Israel, I beseech thee, 
tell thy servant. And the Lord said, 
Ue will oome down. 

12 Then said David, Will the men 
of Keilah deliver me and my men 
into the hand of Sanl ? And the 
Lord said, They will deliver thee up. 

13 Then David and his men, which 
were about six hundred, arose and 
departed out of Keilah, and went 
whithersoever they could go. And it 
was told Saul that David was es¬ 
caped from Keilah; and he forbare 
to go forth. 

Id And David abode in the wilder¬ 
ness in strong holds, and remained 
in a mountain in tho wilderness of 
Ziph. And Saul sought him every 
day, but God delivered him not into 
his hand. 

15 And David saw that Sanl was 
como out to seek bis life; and David 
was in tho wilderness of Ziph in a 
wood. 

16 And Jonathan Saul’s son arose, 
and went to David into the wood, 
and strengthened his hand in God. 

17 And he said unto him, Fear not; 
for the hand of Saul my father shall 
not find thee ; aDd Ihou shalt bo king 
over Israel, and I shall be next unto 
thee; and that also Saul my father 
knowelh. 

19 And they two made a covenant 
before tho Lord; and David abode 
in tho wood, and Jonathan went to 
his house. 

II* Thun came up tho Ziphites to 
Saul to Gibcah, snying, Doth not 
David hide himself with us in strong 
holds iu tho wood, in tho hill of Ha- 
chilfth, which is on the south of 
Jcshiinoo ? 

20 Now therefore, 0 king, come 
down according to all tho desire of 
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Ihj iouI to come down ; and our part 
shall bo to deliver him into the king’s 
hand. 

21 And San) said, Blessed be ye of 
the Lord; for ye have compassion on 
me. 

22 Go, I pray yon, prepare yet, and 
Irnow and see his place where his 
hannt is, and who hath seen him 
there; frr it is told me that he deal- 
eth very snhtilely. 

23 See therefore, and take know¬ 
ledge of all the lurking-places where 
he hideth himself, and come ye again 
to me with the certainty, and I will 
go with you; and it shall oome to 
pass, if he be in the land, that I will 
searoh bim out throughout all the 
thousands of Judah. 

24 And they arose, and went to Ziph 
before Saul; but David and his men 
were in tho wilderness of Maon, in 
the plain on the Bouth of Jeshimon. 

25 Saul also and his men went to 
seek him. And they told David; 
wherefore he came down into a rock, 
and abode in the wilderness of Maon. 
And when Saul heard that, he pur¬ 
sued after David in the wilderness 
of Maon. 

20 And Saul went on this side of 
the mountain, and David and his 
men on that side of the mountain ; 
and David made haste to get away 
for fear of Saul; for Saul and his 
men compassed David and his men 
round about to take them. 

27 But there came a messenger unto 
Saul, saying, Haste thee, and come; 
for the Philistines have invaded the 
land. 

28 Wherefore Saul rcturnod from 
pursuing after David, and went 
against the Philistines; therefore 
they called that place Scla-ham- 
mnhlekolh. 

29 And David went up from thence, 
and dwoltin strong holds at En-gcdi. 

CIJAPTKK XXIV. 

Divid »f>arfth SauTa life — Saul taktth an 
oath of David, and drparttih. 

ND it earno to pass, when Saul 
was returning from following 
the Philistines, that it was told him, 
Hfiyiug, Ilehold, Dnvid is in the wil¬ 
derness of En-gcdi. 

2 Then Snul took three thousand 
chosen men out of all Israel, and 
went to seek David and his men 


upon the rocks of the wild goats. 

3 And ho came to the sheepootes 
hy the way, where was a oave; and 
Saul went in to cover hie feet; and 
David and his men remained in the 
sides of the oave. 

4 And the men of David said unto 
him, Behold the day of which the 
Lord said unto thee, Behold, I will 
deliver thine enemy into thine hand, 
that thou mayest do to him as it shall 
seem good unto thee. Then David 
arose, aud out off the skirt of Saul’s 
robe privily. 

5 Aud it came to pass oftorward, 
that David’s hoart smote him, be¬ 
cause he had out off Saul’s skirt. 

0 And he said unto his men, The 
Lord forhid that I should do this 
thing unto my master, the Lord’s 
anointed, to stretch forth mine hand 
against him, seeing he is the anoint¬ 
ed of the Lord. 

7 So David Btayod his servants 
with these words, and suffered them 
not to rise against Saul. But Saul 
rose up out of his cave, and went on 
hiB way. 

8 Dnvid also arose afterward, and 
wont out of the cave, and cried after 
Saul, Buying, My lord the king. 
And when Saul looked behind him, 
David stooped with his face to the 
earth, and 6owed himself. 

9 And David said to Saul, Where¬ 
fore hcarcst thou men’s words, say¬ 
ing, Behold, David sceketh thy hurt? 

10 Behold, this day thine eyes have 
seen how that the Lord had delivered 
thco to day into mine hand in the 
cave; and some bade me kill thee; 
but mine eye spared thee; and I 
said, I will not pul forth mine hand 
against my lord ; for ho is the Lord’s 
anointed. 

11 Morcovor, my fathor, see, yoa, 
see the skirt of thy robe in my band; 
for in that I out off tho skirt of thy 
robe, nud killed theo not, know thou 
and see that there is neither evil nor 
transgression in mine hand, and I 
have not sinned agninet thee; yet 
thou huntest my soul to take it. 

12 Tho Lord judgo botwcon me and 
thee, and the Lord avenge mo of 
thee; but mine hand shall not be 
upun (lice. 

13 As saith tho proverb of the an¬ 
cients. Wiokodnoss proooodeth from 
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the wicked; bat mine hand shall not 
be upon thee. 

14 After whom 10 the king of Israel 
come oat? after whom doet thoa pnr- 
sae ? after a dead dog, after a flea. 

15 The Lord therefore be judge, and 
judge between me and thee, and see, 
and plead my cause, and deliver me 
out of thine hand. 

10 And it came to pass, when David 
had made an end of speaking these 
words unto Saul, that Saul said, Is 
this thy voice, my son David 7 And 
Saul lifted up his voice, and wept. 

IT And he said to David, Thou art 
more righteous than I; for thou hast 
rewarded me good, whereas I have 
rewarded thee evil. 

18 And thou hast Bhowed this day 
how that thou hast dealt well with 
me; forasmuch as when the Lord 
had delivered me into thy hand, 
thou killedst me not. 

19 For if a man find hie enemy, 
will he let him go well away ? where¬ 
fore the Lord reward thee good for 
that thon hast done unto me this 
day. 

20 And now, behold, I know well 
that thon shall surely be king, and 
that the kingdom of Israel shall be 
established in thine baud. 

21 Swear now therefore unto me 
by the Lord, that thou wilt not out 
off my seed after me, and that thou 
wilt not destroy my name out of my 
father’s house. 

22 And David sware unto Saul. 
And Saul went home; but David and 
his men gat them up unto the hold. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Samuel dirth—David provoked by Nabal — 

Nabal dieth—David lakslh Abigail and 

Ahinnam to be his wives—AHchal is given 

to rhal/i. 

ND Samuel died; and all the Is¬ 
raelites were gathered together, 
and lamented him, and buried him 
in his house at Ramah. And David 
arose, and went down to the wilder¬ 
ness of Paran. 

2 And there was a man in Maon. 
whoso possessions wore in Carmel; 
and the man was very great, and ho 
had three thousand sheep, and a 
thousand gonts; and he was shearing 
his Bhcep in Carmel. 

3 Now the name of the man was 
Nabal, and the name of his wifo Abi¬ 


gail ; and she was a woman of good 
understanding, and of a beautiful 
countenance; but the man was churl¬ 
ish and evil in his doings; and he 
was of the honse of Caleb. 

4 And David heard in the wilder¬ 
ness that Nabal did shear his sheep. 

6 And David sent out ten young 
men, and David said unto the young 
men, Get you up to Carmel, and go 
to Nabal, aud greet him in my name; 

6 And thus Bhall ye say to him that 
liveth in prosperity, Peace be both to 
thee, and peace be to thine house, 
and peace De unto all that thou hast. 

7 And now I have heard that thou 
hast shearers; now thy shepherds 
which were with ns, we hurt them 
not, neither was there aught missing 
unto them, all the while they were 
in Carmel. 

8 Ask thy young men, and they 
will show thee. Wherefore let the 
yonng men find favour in thine eyes; 
for we come in a good day; give, 
I pray thee, whatsoever oometh to 
thine hand unto thy servants, and to 
thy son David. 

9 And when David’s young men 
came, they spake to Nabal according 
to all those words in the name of 
David, and ceased. 

10 And Nabal answered David’s 
servants, and said. Who is David? 
and who iB the son of Jesse? there 
he many servants now a days that 
hreak away every man from his 
master. 

11 Shall I then take my bread, and 
my water, and my flesh that I have 
killed for my shearers, and give it 
unto men, whom I know not whence 
they be ? 

12 So David’s young men turned 
their way, and went again, and came 
and told him all those sayings. 

13 And David said unto his men, 
Gird ye on every man his sword. 
And they girded on every man his 
sword ; and David also girded on his 
sword; and there went up aftei Da¬ 
vid about four hundred men; and 
two hundred abode by the stuff. 

14 Bui one of the young men told 
Abigail, Nabal'a wife, saying, Behold, 
David sent messengers out of the 
wilderness to salute our master; and 
he railed on them. 

16 But the men were very good 
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onto ub, and we wero not hart, nei¬ 
ther missed we any thing, as long as 
we were conversant with Lhem, when 
we were in the fields. 

16 They were a wall onto ne both 
by night and day, all the while we 
were with them keoping the sheep. 

17 Now therefore know and con¬ 
sider what thou wilt do; for evil is 
determined against our master, and 
against all his household; for he is 
suoh a son of Belial, that a man oan- 
not speak to him. 

18 Then Abigail made haste, and 
took two hundred loaves, and two 
bottles of wino, and five sheep ready 
drosBed, and five measures of parched 
oorn, and a hundred oluBters of raisins, 
and two hundred oakos of figs, and 
laid them on asses. 

19 And Bhe said unto her servants, 
Go on before me; behold, I come 
after you. But she told not her hus¬ 
band Nabal. 

20 And it was so, as she rode on 
tho ass, that she oame down by the 
oovert of the hill, and, hehold, David 
and his mon camo down against her; 
and she met them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely in 
vain have 1 kept all that this fellow 
hath in the wilderness, bo that no¬ 
thing was missed of all that per¬ 
tained unto him; and he hath re¬ 
quited me evil for good. 

22 So and more also do Qod unto 
tho enemies of David, if I leave of 
all that pertain to him by the morn¬ 
ing light any that pisseth against 
the wall. 

23 And when Abigail saw David, 
she hasted, and lighted off the ass, 
and fell before David on her face, 
and bowed herself to the ground. 

24 And fell at his feet, and said, 
Upon me, my lord, upon me let this 
iniquity be; and let thine hand-maid, 
I pray thoo, Bpeak in thine audience, 
and hoar the words of thine hand¬ 
maid. 

26 Lot not my lord, I pray thee, 
regard this man of Dolial, even Na¬ 
bal ; for as his name is, so is he; 
Nahal is his name, and folly is with 
him ; but I thine hand maid saw not 
the young men of my lord, whom 
thou didst send. 

26 Now therefore, my lord, as tho 
Lord livoth, and as thy soul liveth, 
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seeing the Lord hath withholden 
thee from ooming to shed blood, and 
from avenging thyself with thine 
own hand, now let thine enemies, 
and they that seek evil to my lord, 
be as Nabal. 

27 And now this blessing whioh 
thine hand-maid hath brought unto 
my lord, let it evon be given unto the 
yonng men that follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive the trespass 
of thine hand-maid; for the Lord 
will oertainly make my lord a sure 
house; because my lord fighteth the 
battles of the Lord, and evil hath 
not been found in thee all thy days. 

29 Yet a man is risen to pursue 
Lhee, and to seek thy soul; but the 
soul of my lord shall be bound in the 
bundle of life with the Lord thy God; 
and tho souls of thine enemies, them 
shall he sling out, as out of the mid¬ 
dle of a sling. 

30 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lord shall have done to my lord 
according to all the good that he 
hath spoken concerning thee, and 
shall have appointed thee ruler over 
Israel; 

31 That this shall be no grief unto 
theo, nor offence of heart unto my 
lord, either that thou hast shed blood 
causeless, or that my lord hath 
avenged himself; but when the Lord 
shall have dealt well with my lord, 
then remember thino hand-maid. 

32 And David said to Abigail, 
Blessed bo the Lord God of Israel, 
which sent thee this day to meet me; 

33 And blessed be thy advice, and 
blessed be thou, which hast kept me 
this day from coming to shed blood, 
and from avenging myself with mine 
own hand. 

34 For in very deed, as the Loid 
God of Israol livoth, which hath kej t 
me back from hurting thee, eicef t 
thou hadst hasted and come to meet 
me, surely there had not been left 
unto Nabal by tho morning light any 
that pisseth against tho wall. 

36 So David rocoivod of her hand 
that which she had brought him, and 
said unto her, Go up in peaco to thine 
house; see, I have hearkened to thy 
voice, and have ococptod thy person. 

36 And Abigail oame to Nabal; 
and, behold, he held a feast in his 
house, like the feaBt of a king; and 
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Nabal's heart was merry within him, 
for he wbb very drunken ; wherefore 
ihe told him nothing, lees or more, 
until the morning light. 

97 But it came to paB8 in the morn¬ 
ing, when the wine was gone out of 
Nabal, and his wife had told him 
these things, that his heart died with¬ 
in him, and he became as a stone; 

38 And it came to paBS about ten 
days after, that the Lord smote 
Nabal, that he died. 

39 And when David heard that 
Nabal was dead, he Baid, Blessed he 
the Lord, that hath pleaded the 
cause of my reproach from the hand 
of Nabal, and hath kept his servant 
from evil; for the Lord hath returned 
the wickedness of Nabal upon his 
own head. And David Bent and com¬ 
muned with Abigail, to take her to 
him to wife. 

40 And when the eorvanta of David 
were come to Abigail to Carmel, they 
spake unto her, saying, David sent us 
unto thee, to take thee to him to wife. 

41 And she arose, and bowed her- 
Belf on her face to the earth, and 
said, Behold, let thine hand maid be 
a servant to wash the feet of the 
servants of my lord. 

42 And Abigail hasted, and arose, 
and rode upon an ass, with five dam¬ 
sels of hers that went after her; and 
Bhe went after the messengers of 
David, and became his wife. 

43 David also took Ahinoam of 
fezrecl; and they were also both of 
them his wives. 

44 But Saul had given Miehal hi? 
daughter, David’s wife, to Phalti, the 
son of Laish, which was of Gallim. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Saul earuelh against David.—David staytlh 
Abishai from killing Saul—David re- 
prooflh Abner, and ixhorttth Said—Saul 
acknowledgeth his sin. 

A ND the Ziphitcs came unto Saul 
to Gibean, saying, Doth not 
David hide himself in the hill of 
Hachilah, which is before Jeshimon? 
2 Then Saul arose, and went down 
to the wilderness of Ziph, having 
three thousand chosen men of Israel 
with him, to seek David in the 
wildernes? of Ziph. 

3 And Saul pitched in the hill of 
Daohilah, which is before Jeshimon, 
by the way. Bat David abode in 


the wilderness, and ho saw that Saul 
came after him into the wilderness. 

4 David therefore sent out spies, 
and understood that Saul was oome 
in very deed. 

5 And David arose, and came to the 
place where Saul had pitched; and 
David beheld the place where Saul 
lay, and Ahner the son of Ner, the 
captain of his host; and 6aul lay in 
the trench, and the people pitched 
round about him. 

6 Then answered David and said to 
Ahimelech the Hittito, and to Abiehai 
the son of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, 
saying, Who will go down with me to 
Saul to the camp? And Abishai 
said, I will go down with thee. 

7 So David and Abishai came to 
the people by nighl; and, behold, 
Saul lay sleeping within the trench, 
and his spear stuck in the ground at 
his holster ; but Abner and the people 
lay round about him. 

8 Then said Abishai to David, God 
hath .delivered thine enemy into 
thine hand this day ; now therefore 
let me smite him, I pray thee, with 
the spear even to the earth at once, 
and I will not smite him tho second 
time. 

9 And David said to Abishai, 
Destroy him not; for who can stretch 
forth his hand against the Lord’s 
anointed, and be guiltless? 

10 David said furthermore, As the 
Lord tiveth, the Lord shall smite 
him; or his day shall come to die; 
or he shall descend into battle, and 
perish. 

11 The Lord forbid that I should 
stretch forth mine hand against the 
Lord's anointed; but, I pray thee, 
take thou now the spear that is at 
his bolster, and the cruse of water, 
and let us go. 

12 So David took the spear and the 
cruBQ of water from Saul’s bolster; 
and they gat them away, and no man 
saw it, nor knew it, neitbor awaked; 
for they were all asleep ; because a 
deep sleep from the Lord was fallen 
upon them. 

13 Then David went over to the 
other side, and stood on the top of a 
hill afar off; a great spaoe being 
between thorn ; 

1J And David oried to the people, 
and to Abner the son of Nor, saying, 
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Answerest thou not, Abner ? Then 
Abner anawerod and said. Who art 
thoa that oriost to the king? 

16 And David said to Abner, Art 
not thou a valiant man? and who ia 
like to thee in iBraol ? wherefore then 
hast thou not kept thy lord the king ? 
for there oame one of the people in to 
destroy the king thy lord. 

J6 This thing ia not good that thou 
haat done. Aa the Lord liveth, ye 
are worthy to die, because ye have 
not kept your master, the Lord's 
anointed. And now see where the 
king's Bpear is, and the cruse of 
water that waB at hiB bolster. 

17 And Saul knew David’s voice, 
and said, Ie this thy voice, my son 
David ? And David said, It is my 
voice, my lord, 0 king. 

18 And he said, Wherofore doth my 
lord thus pursue after hie servant? 
for what have I done? or what evil 
is in mine hand ? 

19 Now therefore, I pray thee, lot 
my lord the king hear the words of 
bifl servant. If the Lord have stirred 
thee up against me, let him accept an 
offering ; but if they be tho children 
of men, cursed be they before the 
Lord; for they have driven me out 
Lbis day from abiding in the in¬ 
heritance of the Lord, saying. Go, 
nerve other gods. 

20 Now therefore, let not my blood 
full to tbc earth before tho face of 
the Lord ; for tho king of Israel is 
come out to seek a flea, as when ono 
doth hunt a partridge in the moun¬ 
tains. 

21 Then said Saul, I bare sinnod; 
return, my Bun David; for I will no 
rnora do Ihoo harm, hocause my soul 
was precious in thine eyes this day ; 
behold, I bavo played the fool, and 
have errod exceedingly, 

22 And David answered and said, 
behold the king’s spear! and let one 
of the young men come over and fetch 
it. 

23 Tho Lord rendor to every man 
his rightoousnoss and his failhful- 
DCHB ; for tho Lord dclivored thee into 
my Dund to-day, but I would not 
stretch forth mine hand against the 
Lind’s anointed. 

2-1 And, behold, as thy lifo was 
much sot by this day in mine eyes, 
•o let my life he much Bet by in the 


eyes of the Lord, and lot him deliver 
me out of all tribulation. 

25 Then Saul said to David, Bless¬ 
ed be thou, my Bon David ; thou ahalt 
both do great things, and also shall 
still prevail. So David went on his 
way, and Saul returned to hia place. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Saul seekelh no more for David—Davtd 
beggeth Ziklag of Achish—He ptrtuaddh 
Achish he fought against Judah. 

ND David said in his heart, I 
shall now perish one day by 
tho hand of Saul; there is nothing 
better for mo than that I should 
speedily escape into the land of the 
Philistines; and Saul shall despair 
of me, to seek me any more iu any 
coast of Israel; so shall I escape out 
of his hand. 

2 And David aroBO, and he paBaed 
over with the six hundred men that 
were with him unto Achish, the son 
of Maoch, king of Gath. 

3 And David dwelt with Achish at 
Gath, he and his men, every man 
with his household, even David with 
his two wives, Ahiooam the Jczrcel- 
itess, and Abigail the CarmolitesB, 
Nahal’s wife. 

4 And it was told Saul that David 
was fled to Gath ; and he sought uo 
more again for him. 

5 And David said unto Achish, If 
I have now found graco in thine 
eyes, let them givo me a place in 
some town in the country, that I 
may dwell there ; for why should 
thy servant dwell in the royal city 
with thco ? 

6 Then Achish gave him Ziklag 
that day ; wherefore Ziklag pertain- 
cth unto the king? of Judah unto 
this day. 

7 Anil the time that David dwolt in 
the country of the Philistines was a 
full year and four months. 

8 And David and his men went up 
and invaded the Gcshurites, and the 
Gozritos, and tho Amalckitcs ; for 
those nations wore of old tho inhabit¬ 
ants of tho land, as thou goest to 
Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. 

9 And David Bmoto the land, ami 
left neither man nor woman alive, 
and look away tho sheep, and the 
oxen, and tho asses, and the camels, 
and tho apparel, and returned, and 
oame to Aohisb. 
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10 And Achish said, Whither have 
ye made a road to-day ? And David 
said, Againat the south of Judah, and 
against the south of the Jerahmeel- 
ites, and against the south of the 
Kenites. 

11 And David saved neither man 
nor woman alive to bring tidings to 
Oath, saying, Lest they should tell on 
ub, saying, So did David, and so will 
be his manner all the while he 
dwelleth in the country of the Phi- 
listines. 

12 And Achish believed David, 
saying, He hath made his people Is¬ 
rael utterly to abhor him ; therefore 
ho shall bo my servant for ever. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

Achish jmttfth confidence in David — Saul, 

having destroyed the witches, teeketh to a 

witch — The witch bringtth the word of 

Samuel — Saulfainteth. 

ND it came to pass in those days, 
that the Philistines gathered 
their armies together for warfare, to 
fight with Israel. And Achish said 
unto David, Know thou assuredly, 
that thou shalt go out with me to 
battle, thou and thy men. 

2 And David said to Achish, Surely 
thou shalt know what thy servant 
can do. And Achish said to David, 
Therefore will I make thee keeper of 
mine head for ever. 

3 Now Samuel was dead, and all 
Israel had lamented him, aud buried 
him in Ramah, even in his own city. 
And Saul had put away those that 
had familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
out of the land. 

4 And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together, and came and 
pitched in Shunem; and Saul ga¬ 
thered all Israel together, and they 
pitched in Gilboa. 

5 And when Saul saw the host of 
the Philistines, he was afraid, and 
his heart greatly trembled. 

6 And when Saul inquired of the 
Lord, the Lord answered him not, 
neither by dreams, nor by Urim, nor 
by prophets. 

7 Then said Saul unto his servants, 
Seek me a woman that hath a fami¬ 
liar spirit, that I may go to her, and 
inquiro of her. And his servants 
said to him, Behold, thcro is a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit at En-dor. 

8 And Saul disguised himself, and 


put on other raiment, and he went, 
and two men with him, and they 
came to the woman by night; and 
he said, I pray theo, divine unto me 
by the familiar spirit, and bring me 
him up, whom I ehali name unto 
thee. 

0 And the woman said unto him, 
Behold, thou knowest what Saul hath 
done, how he hath cut off those thak 
have familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
out of the lana; wherefore then lay- 
est thou a snare for my life, to oauBe 
me to die ? also, who hath not a 
familiar spirit? 

10 And Saul aware to her by the 
Lord, saying, As tho Lord liveth, 
there shall no punishment happen to 
thee for this thing. 

11 Then said the woman, The word 
of whom shall I bring up unto thee? 
And he said, Bring me np the word 
of Samuel. 

12 And when the woman saw the 
words of Samuel, she cried with a 
loud voice; and the woman spake to 
Saul, saying, Why hast thou deceived 
me ? for thou art Saul. 

13 And tho king said unto her, Be 
not afraid; for what sawest thoa? 
And the woman said unto Saul, I saw 
the words of Samuel ascending out 
of the earth. And she said, I saw 
Samuel also. 

14 And he said unto her, What form 
is he of? And she said, I saw an old 
man coming up, covered with a 
mantle. And Saul perceived that it 
was Samuel, and he stooped, bis 
face to the ground, and bowed him¬ 
self. 

15 Aod these are the words of 
Samuel unto Saul, Why hast thou 
disquieted me, to bring me up ? And 
Saul answered, I nm sore distressed; 
for the Philistines make war against 
me, and God is departed from me, 
and answercth me no more, neither 
by prophets, nor by dreams; there¬ 
fore I have called thee, that thou 
mayest make known unto me what I 
shall do. 

16 Then said Samuel, Wherefore 
thon dost thou ask of me, seeing the 
Lord is departed from thee, and is 
become thine enemy ? 

17 And tho Lord hath dono to him, 
as he spake by me; for the Lord hath 
reut the kingdom out of thine hand, 
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and given it to thy noighbour, oven 
to David; 

18 Becanse thou obeyedst not tho 
voice of the Lord, nor exccutedst his 
fierce wrath upon Arnalek, therefore 
liuth the Lord done this thing unto 
thee this day. 

19 Moreover tho Lord will also do- 
’*ver Israel with thee into tho hand 
of tho Philistines; and to-morrow 
ahalt thon and thy Bons bo with me; 
the Lord also shall deliver the host of 
Israel into the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines. 

20 Thon 6anl fell straightway all 
along on the earth, and was sore 
afraid, because of the words of Sam- 
uol; and there was no strength in 
him; for he had eaten no bread all 
the day, nor all tho night. 

21 And the woman came unto Saul, 
and saw that he was sore troubled, 
and said unto him, Behold, thine 
hand-maid hath obeyed thy voice, and 
I have put my life in my hand, and 
have hearkened uuto thy words which 
Lhou spakest unto mo. 

22 Now therefore, I pray thee, 
bonrken thou also unto the voice of 
thine hand maid, and let me set a 
morsel of bread before thee; and 
eat, that thou mayest havo strength, 
when thou goest on thy way. 

23 But lie refused, and said, I will 
not oat But his servants, together 
with the woman, compelled him ; and 
he hearkened unto tneir voice. So 
lie rose from tho earth, and sat upon 
tho bed. 

24 And the women had a fat calf 
in the house; and she hasted, and 
killed it, and took flour,and kneaded 
it, and did bake unlcavenod bread 
thereof; 

25 And she brought it before Saul, 
and before his servants ; and they did 
eat. Then they rose up, and wcDt 
may that night. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

A chith dismitseih David with commenda¬ 
tions of hit fidelity. 

OW the Philistines gathered to- 
getherall thoirariuies to Aphek; 
and the Israelites pitched by a foun¬ 
tain which is in Jezreel. 

2 And the lords of tho Philistines 
passed on by hundrods, and by thou¬ 
sands ; but David and his men passed 
on in the rearward with Aohish. 


3 Then said tho princes of tho Phi¬ 
listines, What do tnese Hebrews here? 
And Aahish said unto the princes of 
the Philistines, Is not this David, the 
servant of Saul the king of Israel, 
whioh hath been with mo those days, 
or these yearB, and I have found no 
fault in him sinoe he fell unto me 
unto this day ? 

4 And the princes of the Philistines 
were wroth with him; and the princes 
of the Philistines said unto him, 
Make this fellow retnrn, that he may 
go again to his place whioh thon hast 
appointed him ; and let him not go 
down with us to battle, lest in the 
hattle he be an adversary to us: for 
wherewith should ho reconcile him¬ 
self unto his master? should it not be 
with tho heads of these men? 

6 Is not this David, of whom they 
saug one to another in dances, say¬ 
ing, Saul slew his thousands, and 
David his ten thousands? 

0 Then Achish called David, and 
said unto him, Surely, as the Lord 
liveth, thou hast been upright, and 
thy going out and thy coming in with 
mo in the host is good in my sight; 
for I have not found evil in thee Binoe 
the day of thy coming unto me onto 
this day; nevertheless tho lords favour 
thee not. 

7 Wherefore now return, and go in 
peace, that thou displease not the 
lords of the Philistines. 

8 And David said unto Aohish, 
But what have I done? and what 
hast thou found in thy servant so 
long as I have been with thee unto 
this day, that I may not go fight 
against tho enemies of my lord the 
king? 

0 And Achish answered and said 
to David, I know that thou art good 
in my sight, as an angel of God; 
notwithstanding, tho princes of the 
Philistines havo said, He Bhall not 
go up with us to the battle. 

10 Wherefore now rise up early in 
the morning with thy master's ser¬ 
vants that arc come wilh thoe; and 
as soon as ye be up early in the morn¬ 
ing, and have light, depart. 

11 So David and his men rose up 
early to depart in tho morning, to re¬ 
turn into the land of the Philistines. 
And the Philistines went up to 
Jezreel. 
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CUAPTEE XXX. 

77k JmaUkilti spoil Ziklag—David pur- 
tudJi them ana rvanereth the spoil — 
David's law to divide, the spoil. 

A ND it oame to pass, wheo David 
and his men were come to Zik¬ 
lag on tho third day, that the Ama- 
lekites had invaded the south, and 
Ziklag, and smitten ZikJag, and 
burned it with fire ; 

2 And had taken the women cap¬ 
tives, that were therein; they slew 
not any, either groat or small, but 
oarried them away, and went on their 
way. 

3 So David and his men camo to 
the city, and, behold, it was burned 
with fire; and their wives, and their 
sons, and their daughters, were taken 
captives. 

4 Then David and the people that 
wore with him lifted up their voice 
and wept, until they had no more 
power to weep. 

5 And David’s two wives were 
taken oaptives, Ahinoam the Joz- 
reelitess, and Abigail the wife of 
Nabal the Carmelite. 

6 And David was greatly distressed; 
for the people spake of stoning him, 
because the soul of all the people 
was grieved, every man for his sons 
and for his daughters; but David 
encouraged himself in the Lord his 
God. 

7 And David said to Abiathar the 
priest, Ahimelech’s son, I pray thee, 
bring me hither tho ephod. And 
Abiathar brought Ihilher the ephod 
to David. 

8 Aod David inquired at the Lord, 
saying, Shall I pursue after this troop ? 
shall I overtake them? And he an¬ 
swered him, Pursue; for thou shalt 
surely overtako them, and without 
fail recover all. 

0 So David went, he and the six 
hundred men that were with him, 
and came to the brook Besor, where 
those that were left behind stayed. 

10 But David pursued, he and four 
hundred men ; for two hundred abode 
behind, which were so faint that they 
could not go over the brook Besor. 

11 And they found an Egyptian in 
the field, and brought him to David, 
And gave him bread, and he did eat; 
and they made him drink water; 

12 And they gave him a pieoe of a 


cake of figs, and two clusters of 
raiHins; and when he had eaten, hii 
spirit came again to him; for he had 
oaten no bread, nor drunk any water, 
threo days and three nights. 

13 And David said unto him, To 
whom bclongest thou ? and whenoe 
art thou ? And he said, I am a 
young man of Egypt, servant to an 
Amalckite; and my master left me, 
beoause threo days agone I fell sick. 

14 We made an invasion npon the 
south of the Cherethites, and npon 
the coast which bclongeth to Juaah, 
and upon the south of Caleb; and 
we burned Ziklag with fire. 

15 And David said to him, C&nst 
thou bring me down to this company? 
And he said, Swear unto me by God, 
that thou wilt neither kill me, nor 
deliver me into the hands of my 
master, and I will bring thee down 
to this company. 

16 And when ho had brought him 
down, behold, they were spread abroad 
upon all the earth, eating and drink¬ 
ing, and dancing, because of all the 
great spoil that they had taken out 
of the land of the Philistines, and 
out of the land of Judah. 

17 And David smote them from the 
twilight even unto the evening of the 
next day ; and there escaped not a 
man of them, save four hundred 
young men, which rode upon camels, 
and fled. 

18 And David recovered all that 
the Amalckitcs had carried away; 
and David rescued his two wives. 

19 And there was nothing lacking 
to them, neither small nor great, 
neither sons nor daughters, neither 
Bpoil, nor anything that they had 
taken to them ; David recovered all. 

20 And David took nil tho flocks 
and the herds, which they drave be¬ 
fore those other cattle, and said, This 
is David’s spoil. 

21 And David camo to tho two 
hundred men, which were so faint 
that they could not follow David, 
whom they had made also to abide 
at the brook Besor ; and they went 
forth to meet David, and to meet the 
people that were with him ; and when 
David came near to the people, he 
saluted *hcm. 

22 Then answered all the wicked 
men. and mton of Belial, of those 
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that went with David, and said, Be¬ 
cause they went not with us, we will 
not give them aught of the spoil that 
we have recovered, save to every man 
hla wife and his children, that they 
may load them away, and depart. 

23 Then said David, Ye snail not 
do so, my brethren, with that which 
the Lord hath given us, who hath 
preserved us, and delivered the oom- 

any that came against us into our 

and. 

24 For who will hearkon unto you 
in this matter? but as his part is 
that gooth down to the battle, so 
shall his part be that tarrieth hy 
the stulT; tney shall part alike. 

25 And it was so from that day 
forward, that he made it a statute 
and an ordinance for Israel unto this 
day. 

20 And when David came to Zik- 
lag, he sent of tho spoil unto the 
elders of Judah, even to his friends, 
saying, Behold a present for you of 
lhe spoil of the enemies of the Lord; 

27 To them whioh were in Bcth-el, 
and to thorn whioh were in south 
Kamoth, and to them whioh were in 
Jattir, 

28 And to them which wore in 
Arocr, and to them which were in 
Siphmoth, and to them whioh were 
in Eshtomoa, 

29 And to them whioh were in 

Ilnchal, and to thorn whioh wore in 
the aitioe of the Jorahmoelites, and 
to them whioh were in the cities of 
tho Kcnitos, 

30 And to thorn whioh wore in 

llormah, and to thorn whioh were 
in Chor-aahan, and to them which 
wero in Allinch, 

31 And to them whioh were in 

Ilobron, and to all the places where 

David himself and his men were 
wont to haunt. 

CIIAI’TKK XXXI. 

■Saul am I hi* armour-bearer kill thrmtelx **— 
77 ie Pttiliitina fxissrtg the forsaken Ummt 
of the Israelite.*—Tfiey triumph —7Vy of 
.hibesh-ffilead, reeoxrriny the bodies by 
mytiL, tmm them at Jubeth, and mourn¬ 
fully bury their bone*. 

OW tho Philistines foughtagainst 
Israel; and the men of Israel 


fled from before the Philistines, and 
fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 

2 And tho Philistinos followed hard 
upon Snul and upon bis sons; and 
the Philistines slew Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Mclchi-shua, Saul's 
sons. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the arohers hit him; and 
he was soro wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith; lest these 
unoircumciBed come and thrust me 
through, and abuse me. But his 
armour-bearer would not; for he was 
sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a 
sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armour-bearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sodb, 
and hie armour-bearer, and all his 
men, that same day together. 

7 And when the men of Israel that 
were on tho other side of the valley, 
and they that were on the other side 
Jord&D, saw that the men of Israel 
flod, and that Saul and his sons were 
dead, they forsook the cities, and 
fled ; and the Philistines came and 
dwelt in them. 

8 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, when the PhilistinoH came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his three sons fallen in mount 
Gilboa. 

9 And they cut off his head, and 
Blrippcd off his armour, and sent 
into the land of tho Philistines round 
about, to puhlish it in tho house of 
their idols, and among tho people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of Ashtaroth ; and they fasten¬ 
ed his body to the wall of Beth-shan. 

1 I And when the inhabitants of 
Jabcsh-gilcacl beard of that which 
the Philistines had done to Saul, 

12 All the valiant men arose, and 
went all night, and took the body of 
Saul and the bodies of his sons from 
tho wall of Belh-shun, and oame to 
Jabcsli, and burnt them there. 

13 And they took their bones, and 
buried them under a tree at Jabosh, 
and fasted Hcven days. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Tfu. Amalekite—David lamcnteth Saul and 
Jonathan. 

N OW it came to pass after the 
death of Saul, when David was 
returned from the slaughter of the 
Amalekites, and David had ahode 
two days in Ziklag ; 

2 It came even to paBS on the third 
day, that, hehold, a man came out of 
the camp from Saul with hie clothes 
rent, and earth upon his head; and 
bo it was, when ho came to David, 
that he fell to the earth, and did 
oheiBance. 

3 And David said unto him, From 
whence comest thou? And he aaid 
unto him, Out of the camp of Israel 
am I escapod. 

4 And David said unto him. How 
went tho matter? I pray thee, tell 
me. And he answered, That the 
people are fled from the battle, and 
many of the people also are fallen 
and dead; and Saul and Jonathan 
his flon are dead also. 

5 And David eaid unto tho young 
man that told him, How knowest 
thou that Saul and Jonathan his son 
be dead ? 

0 And the young man that told 
him said, As I happened by chance 
upon mount Gilhoa, behold, Saul 
leaned upon hia epear; and, lo, tho 
ohariota and horsemen followed hard 
after him. 

7 And wheD he looked behind him, 
ho saw mo, and called unto me. And 
I answered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me, Who art 
thou? And I answered him, I nm 
an Amalekite. 

9 lie said unto me again, Stand, I 
pray thee, upon me, and slay mo: 
for anguish is como upon me, because 
my life is yet whole in me. 

10 So I fitood upon him. and slew 
him, because I was sure that he 
oould not live after that ho was 
fallen; and I took the crown that 
was upon his head, and the bmcelot 
that was on his arm, and have 
brought them hither unto my lord. 

11 Then David took hold on hie 
clothes, and rent them ; and likewise 
all the men that were with him ; 


12 And thoy mourned, and wept, 
and fasted until even, for Saul, and 
for Jonathan hia son, and for the 
people of the Lord, and for the house 
of Israel; hccauge they were fallen 
hy the sword. 

13 And David said unto the young 
man that told him, Whence art thoul 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him, How 
wast thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the Lord’s 
anointed ? 

15 And David called one of the 
young men, and said, Go near, and 
fall upon him. And he smote him 
that he died. 

16 And David said unto him, Thy 
hlood be upon thy head; for thy 
mouth hath testified against thee, 
saying, I have slain the Lord’s 
anointed. 

17 And David lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over Jona¬ 
than his son ; 

18 (Also he bade them teach the 
children of Judah the use of the 
bow; behold, it is written in the 
book of Jasher;) 

19 The beauty of Israel is slain 
upon thy high places; how are the 
mighty fallen ! 

20 Tell it not in Gath, publish it 
not in the streets of Askelon ; lest the 
daughters of tho Philistines rejoice, 
lest the daughters of the nnoiroum- 
cised triumph. 

21 Yc mountains of Gilboa, let there 
bo no dew, neither let there be rain, 
upon you, nor fields of offerings; for 

t there the shield of the mighty is 
vilely cast away, the shield of Saul, 
as though he bad not been anointed 
with oil. 

22 From the hlood of the slain, 
from tho fat of the mighty, the how 
of Jonathan turned not back, and the 
sword of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan wore lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in 
their death they were not divided; 
they were swifter than eagles, they 
wore stronger than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep over 
Saul, who clothed you in soarlet. with 
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other dolights; who pot on ornaments 
of gold upon your apparel. 

26 llow are the mighty fallen in the 
midst of the battle I 0 Jonathan, 
thou waet slain in thine high placeB. 

2fl I am distressed for thee, my 
brother Jonathan ; very pleasant hast 
thou been unto me; thy love to me 
van wonderful, passing the love of 
women. 

27 IIow are tho mighty fallen, and 
the weapons of war perished ! 

CHAPTER II. 

David made king of Judah — Ith-boiheih 
made king of Israel—Atahel u ilmn. 
ND it eame to pasB after this, 
that David inquired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall I go up into any 
of the cities of Judah? And the 
Lord said unto him, Go up. And 
David said, Wbither shall I go up ? 
And he said, Unto Hebron. 

2 So David went up thither, and 
his two wives also, Ahinoam the 
Jezreelitcss, and Abigail Nabal’a wife 
the Carmelite. 

3 And his men that were with him 
did David bring up, every man with 
his household; and they dwelt in the 
oities of Hebron. 

4 And tho men of Judah came, and 
there thoy anointed David king over 
Ibe house of Judah. And they told 
David, saying, That the men of 
JaheBh-gilead were they that buried 
Saul. 

5 And David sent messengers unto 
the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said 
unto them, Blessed be ye of the Lord, 
that ye bavo showed this kindncSB 
unto your lord, even unto Saul, and 
have buried him. 

ft And now the Lord show kindness 
and truth unto you ; and I also will 
requite you this kindness, because ye 
have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now lot your hand9 be 
strengthened, and be ye valiant; for 
your master Saul is dead, and also 
the house of Judeh have anointed 
me king over them. 

8 But Abner the son of Ner, cap¬ 
tain of Saul's host, took Isk-boshoth 
the son of Saul, and brought him 
over to Mahnnnim; 

9 And made him king over Gilead, 
and ovor the Ashurites, and over 
Jozreel, and over Ephraim, and over 
Benjamin, and over all Israel. 


10 Ish-boBheth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign over 
Israel, and reigned two years. Bat 
the hooee of Judah followed David. 

11 And the time that David was 
king in Hebron over the house of 
Jndah was seven years and six 
months. 

12 And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servants of Ish-boBheth the son 
of Saul, went oat from Mahaaaim to 
Gibeon. 

13 And Joab the soa of Zcraiah, and 
the servants of David, went oat, and 
met together by the pool of Gibeon; 
and they sat down, the one on the 
one side of the pool, and the other on 
the other side of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let 
the young men now arise, and play 
before us. And Joab said, Let them 
arise. 

15 Then there aroso and went over 
by number twelve of Benjamin, which 

ertained to Ish-bosheth the son of 

aul, and twelve of the servants of 
David. 

16 And they caught every one his 
fellow by the head, and thrust his 
Bword in his fellow’s side; so they 
fell down together; wherefore that 
place was called Helkalh-hazzurim, 
which is in Gibeon. 

17 And there was a very sore battle 
that day; and Abner was beaten, 
and the men of Israel, before the ser¬ 
vants of David. 

18 And there were throo sons of 
Zeruiah there, Joab, nnd Abishai, 
and Asabcl; and Asabel was as light 
of foot as a wild roc. 

19 And As&hel pursuod after Abner; 
and in going he turned not to the 
right band nor to the left from follow¬ 
ing Abner. 

20 Then Abner looked hehind him, 
and said, Art thou Asahel ? And he 
answered, I am. 

21 And Abner said to him, Turn 
thee aside to thy right hand or to 
thy left, aud lay thee bold on one of 
the young men, and take thee his 
armour. But Asabcl would not turn 
aside from following of him. 

22 And Abner said again to Asabcl, 
Turn thee asido from following mo; 
wherefore should I smite theo to the 
ground? how then should I hold up 
my faoe to Joab thy brother? 
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23 Howbeit be refused to turn aside; 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end 
of the spear smote him under the 
fifth rih, that the spear came oat be¬ 
hind him ; and he fell down there, and 
died in tho same place; and it came 
to pass, that as many as came to the 
place where Asahel fell down and 
died stood still. 

24 Joab also and Abishai pursued 
after Abner; and the eun went down 
when they were come to the hill of 
Ammah, that lieth before Giah by the 
way of the wilderness of GibeoD. 

25 And the children of Benjamin 
gathered themselves together after 
Abner, and became one troop, and 
stood on the top of a hill. 

20 Then Abner called to Joab, and 
said, Shall the sword devour for 
ever? knowest thou not that it will 
he a bitterness in the latter end ? how 
long shall it be then, ere thou bid the 
eople return from following their 
rethren? 

27 And Joab Baid, As God liveth, 
unless thou hadst spoken, surely then 
in tho morning the people had gone up 
every one from following his brother. 

28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all 
the people stood still, and pursued 
after Israel no more, neither fought 
they any moro. 

29 And Abner and his men walked 
all that night through the plain, and 
passed over Jordan, and went through 
all Bithron, and they came to Maha- 
naim. 

30 And Joab returned from follow¬ 
ing Abner; and when he had gathered 
all the people together, there lacked 
of David’s servants nineteen men and 
Asahel. 

31 But the servants of David had 
smitten of Benjamin, and of Abner's 
men, so that three hundred and three¬ 
score men died. 

32 And they took up Asahel, and 
buried him in tho sepulchre of his 
father, which was in Beth-lehem. 
And Joab and his men went all 
night, and they came to Hebron at 
break of dny. 

CHAPTER III- 

Damd waxelh stronger—Aimer rrvolteih to 
David—Joab killtth Aburr—Darid curs- 
eth Joab, and mourneth for Aimer. 

OW there was long war between 
the house of Saul and the house 


of David; but David waxod stronger 
and stronger, and the house of Saul 
waxed weaker and weaker. 

2 And unto David were sons born 
in Hebron; and his firBt-hom was 
Amnon, of Ahinoam the Jezreelitess; 

3 And hiB second, Chileab, of Abi¬ 
gail the wife of Nabal the Carmelite ; 
and the third, Absalom the son of 
Maacah the daughter of Talmai king 
of Geshur; 

4 And the fourth, Adouijah the sod 
of Haggith; and the fifth, Shepha- 
tiah the son of Abital; 

5 And the sixth, Ithream, by Eg- 
lah David’B wife. These were born 
to David in Hebron. 

6 And it oame to pass, while there 
was war hetween the house of Saul 
and the house of David, that Abner 
made himself strong for the house 
of Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concubine, whose 
name was Rizpah, the daughter of 
Aiah; and Isb-bosheth said to Abner, 
Wherefore hast thon gone in unto my 
father's concubine ? 

8 Then was Abner very wroth for 
the words of Ish-bosheth, and said, 
Am [ a dog’s head, which against 
Judah do show kindness this day 
unto the house of Saul thy father, to 
his brethren, and to his friends, and 
have not delivered thee into the hand 
of David, that thou ch&rgest me to 
day with a fault concerning this wo¬ 
man ? 

9 So do God to Abner, and more 
also, except, as the Lord hath sworn 
to David, even so I do to him ; 

10 To translate the kingdom from 
the house of Saul, and to set up the 
throne of David over Israel and over 
Judah, from Dan even to Bcer-sheba. 

11 And he could not answer Abner 
a word again, because ho feared him. 

12 And Abner sent messengers to 
David on hia bebnlf. saying. Whose 
is the land? saying also, Make thy 
league with uie, and, behold, my 
hand shall be with thee, to bring 
about all Israel unto thee. 

13 And he said. Well; I will make 
a league with thee: but one thing 1 
require of thee, that is. Thou shall 
not see tny face, except thou first 
bring Michnl Saul’s daughter, when 
thou oomest to see my lace. 

14 And David ecDt messenger? to 
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ish-boshetb Baal's son, say log, De¬ 
liver me my wife Miohal, whioh I 
espoused to me for a hundred fore¬ 
skins of the Philistines. 

16 And Ish-boshoth sent, and took 
her from her husband, even from 
Phaltiel the son of Laish. 

16 And her hnBband went with her 
along weeping behind her to Bahu- 
rlm. Then said Abner nnto him, Go, 
return. And he returned. 

17 And Abner had oommnnloation 
with the elders of Israel, saying, Ye 
■ought for David in times past to be 
king over you; 

18 Now then do it; for the Lord 
hath spoken of David, saying, By 
the hand of my servant David I will 
save my people Israel out of the 
hand of the Philistines, and out of 
the hand of all their enemies. 

19 And Abner also spake in the 
ears of Benjamin; and Abner went 
also to speak in the ears of David in 
liebron all that seemed good to Is¬ 
rael, and that seemed good to the 
whole house of Benjamin. 

20 Bo Abner oame to David to 
Hebron, and twenty men with him. 
And David made Abner and his mon 
that were with him a feast. 

21 And Abner said unto David, I 
will arise and go, and will gather all 
Israel unto my lord the king, that 
they may mako a league with thee, 
and (bat thou mayest reign over all 
that thine heart desireth. And Da¬ 
vid sent Abner away; and he went 
in peaoe. 

22 And, behold, the servants of Da¬ 
vid and Joab came from pursuing a 
troop, and brought in a great spoil 
with them; but Abner was not with 
David in Ilehron ; for he had sent 
him away, and he was gone in 
peace. 

23 When Joab and all the host lbr»t 
was with him wero come, they told 
Joab, saying, Abner the son of Ner 
same to the king, and ho hath sent 
aim away, and ho is gone iu peace. 

24 Then Joab oamo to the king, and 
said, What hast thou done? behold, 
Abmr came unto tlieo; why is it that 
thou hast sent him away, and he is 
quite gone ? 

2f» Thou knowest Abner the son of 
Ner, that ho came to deceive thee, 
and to know thy going out and thy 
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coming in, and to know all that thou 
doest. 

26 And when Joab was come out 
from David, he sent messengers after 
Abner, which brought him again from 
the well of Sirah; but David knew it 
not. 

27 And when Abner was returned 
to Hebron, Joab took him aside in 
the gate to speak with him quietly, 
and emote him there nnder the fifth 
rib, that he died, for the blood of 
Asahel his hrother. 

28 And afterward when David heard 
it, he said, I and my kingdom are 
guiltless before the Lord for ever 
from the blood of Abner the son of 
Ner; 

29 Let it rest on the head of Joab, 
and on all hi9 father's house; and let 
there not fail from the house of Joab 
one that hath an issue, or that is a 
leper, or that leanetb on a staff, or 
that falleth on the Bword, or that 
lackcth bread. 

30 Bo Joab and Abishai his brother 
slew Abner, because ho had slain 
their brothor Asahel at Gibeon in the 
battle. 

31 And David said to Joab, and to 
all the people that wore with him, 
Rend your clotheB, and gird yon with 
sackcloth, and mourn before Abner. 
And king David himself followed the 
bier. 

32 And they buried Abner in He¬ 
bron ; and the king lifted np his 
voice, and went at the grave of Ab¬ 
ner; and all the people wept. 

33 And the king lamented over Ab¬ 
ner, and said, Died Abner as a fool 
dieth ? 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet pul into fetters; as a man 
falleth before wicked men, so fellest 
thou. And all the people wept again 
over him. 

3. 1 ) And when all the people came 
to cause David to cal meat while it 
was yet day, David sware, saying, 
So do God to me, and more also, if I 
taste bread, or aught elso, till the sun 
be down. 

36 And all the people took notice of 
it, and it pleased them ; as whatsoever 
the king did nlen>ed oil the poop’o. 

37 For all trie people and all Israel 
understood that day that it was not of 
the king to slay Abner the son of Ner 
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38 And the king eaid unto hiB ser¬ 
vants, Know yo not that there is a 

S rince and a great man fallen this 
ay in Israel ? 

89 And I am this day weak, though 
anointed king; and these men the 
sons of Zeruiah bo too hard for me; 
the Lord shall reward the doer of | 
evil aooording to his wickedness. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The Israelites slay Ish-bosheth. 

A ND when Saul's son heard that 
Abner was dead in Hebron, his 
hands were feeble, and all the Israel¬ 
ites were troubled. 

2 And Saul's Bon had two men that 
were captains of bands; the name of 
the one was Baanah, and tbo name 
of the other Reohab, the sons of Rim- 
mon a Beerothite, of the children of 
Benjamin; (for Beeroth also was 
reokoned to Benjamin; 

3 And the Beerothites fled to Git- 
taim, and were Bojonrners there until 
this day.) 

4 And Jonathan, Saul's son, had a 
son that was lame of his feet. He 
was five years old when the tidings 
oame of Saul and Jonathan ont of 
Jezreel, and his nurse took him up, 
and fled, and it came to pass, as she 
made haste to flee, that ho fell, and 
became lame. And his name was 
Mephibosbeth. 

5 And tho sons of Rimmon the 
Beerothite, Rcchab and Baanah, 
went, and oame about tho heat of 
the day to the house of Ish-bo9heth, 
who lay on a bed at noon. 

6 And they oame thither into the 
midst of tho house, as though they 
would have fetched wheat; and they 
smote him under the fifth rib; and 
Hechab and Hannah his brother es¬ 
caped. 

7 For when thoy came into the 
louse, he lay ou his bod in his bed- 
ahamber, and they smote him, and 
slew him, and beheaded him, and 
.ook his head, and gat them away 
through the plain all night. 

8 And they brought the head of 
’sh-bosheth unto David to llobron, 
and said to the king, Behold tho 
jead of Ish-bosbeth tho son of Saul 
J .hine enemy, which sought thy life ; 
and tho Lord hath avenged my lord 
lie king this day of Saul, and of his 
ieed. 


9 And David answered Rechab and 
Baanah his brother, the sons of 
Rimmon the Beerothite, and said 
onto them. As the Lord liveth, who 
hath redeemed my soul out of all 
adversity, 

10 When one told mo, saying, Be¬ 
hold, Saul is dead, thinking to have 
brought good tidings, I took hold of 
him, and slew him in Ziklag, who 
thought that I would have given him 
a reward for his tidings; 

11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slain a righteous person in 
his own house upon his bed! shall 
I not therefore now require his blood 
of your hand, and take you away 
from the earth ? 

12 And David commanded his 
yonng men, and they slew them, 
and cut off their hands and their 
feet, and hanged them up over the 
pool in Hebron. But they took the 
head of Ish-boshcth, and buried it 
in the sepulchre of Abner in Hebron. 

CHAPTER V. 

David anointed Icing of Israel— VaruTs agt 
—Be takeih Zion—David rmileih the Phi¬ 
listines. 

T HEN came all the tribes of Is¬ 
rael to David unto Hebron, and 
spake, saying, Behold, we are tby 
bone and thy flesh. 

2 Also in time past, when Saul was 
king over us, thou wnst ho that Icd- 
dest out and broughtest in Israel; 
and the Lord said to thee, Thon 
shalt feed my people Israel, and 
thou shalt bo a captain over Israel. 

3 So all the elders of Israel camo 
to tho king to Ilebron ; and king 
David mado a longue with them in 
Ilebron before tho Lord : and they 
anointed David king over Israel. 

4 David was thirty years old when 
ho began to reign, and ho reigned 
forty years. 

5 In Hebron ho reigned over Ju¬ 
dah seven years and six months; 
and in Jerusalem bo reigned thirty 
and throe years ovor all Israel and 
Judah. 

6 And the king and bis men went 
to Jerusalem unto the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of tho land : which spake 
unto David, saving, Except thou take 
awuy the blind and the lame, thou 
shalt not oomo in hither; thinking, 
| David cannot come in hither. 
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T Nevertheless, David took the 
strong hold of Zion; the same is 
the oity of David. 

8 And David said on that day, 
Whosoever getteth up to the gutter, 
and smiteth the Jebusites, and the 
lame and the blind, that are hated of 
David's soul, he shall be ohief and 
oaptain. Wherefore they said, The 
blind and the lame shall not oome 
Into the house. 

0 69 David dwelt in the fort, and 
oalled it the oity of David. And 
David built round about from Millo 
and inward. 

10 And David went on, and grew 
gTeat, and the Lord God of hosts 
was with him. 

11 And Hiram king of Tyro sent 
messengers to David, and oedar-treos, 
and oarpentors, and masons; and 
they built David a house. 

12 And David perceived that the 
Lord had established him king over 
Israel, and tbat ho had exalted his 
kingdom for his pcoplo Israel’s sake. 

13 And David took him moro oon- 
eubinee and wives out of Jerusalem, 
after he was come from Hebron ; and 
there were yet sons and daughters 
born to David. 

14 And these bo the names of those 
that were born unto him in Jerusa¬ 
lem ; Sbamiuunh, and Shobab, and 
Nathan, and Solomony 

15 Ibbar also, ana Elishua, and 
Nepbeg, and Japhia, 

10 And Elishama, and Eliada, and 
Elipbalot. 

17 But when the Philistines hoard 
tbat they had anointed David king 
Dver Israel, all the Philistines came 
up to seek David; and David heard 
of it, and went down to tko hold. 

13 The Philistines also came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Rpphaiui. 

19 And David inquired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall I go up to the 
Philistines? wilt thou deliver them 
into mino hand ? And the Lord said 
unto David, Go up; for I will doubt¬ 
less deliver the Philistines into tbine 
hand. 

20 And David oume to Baal-pe- 
razim, and David emoto them thore, 
and said, The Lord hath broken 
forth upon mine onemies before me, 
as the broach of waters. Therefore 


he oalled the name of that place 
Baal-perazim. 

21 And there they left their images, 
and David and his men burned them. 

22 And the Philistines came up yet 
again, and spread themselves in the 
valley of Rophaim. 

23 And when David inquired of 
the Lord, he said, Thou shalt not go 
up; but fetch a compass behind them, 
and come upon them over againBt the 
mulberry trees. 

24 And let it be, when thou hear* 
est the sound of a going in the tops 
of the mulberry troos, that then thou 
shalt bestir thyself; for then shall 
the Lord go out before thee, to smite 
the host of the Philistines. 

25 And David did so, as the Lord 
had commanded him; and smote the 
Philintines from Geba until thou oome 
to Gbzer. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Dari l fetcheth the ark from Kirjathjearim 

— Uzzah u smitten—David bringing the 

ark into Zion—He placelh it in a taber¬ 
nacle. 

GAIN, David gatherod together 
all the chosen men of Israel, 
thirty thousand. 

2 And David arose, and went with 
all the people that were with him 
from Baale of Judah, to bring up 
from thence the ark of God, whose 
name is oalled by the name of the 
Lord of hosts that dwelleth between 
the cherubim. 

3 And they Bet the ark of God 
upon a new cart, and brought it out 
of tho house of Abinadab that was 
in Gibenh; and Uzz&h and Abio, 
the sons of Abinadab, drave the new 
cart. 

4 And they brought it out of the 
house of Abinadah which was at 
Giboah, accompanying tho ark of 
God; and Ahio went before the ark. 

5 And David and all the house of 
Israel played before the Lord on all 
manner of instruments made of fir 
wood, even on harps, aud on psalte¬ 
ries, and on timhrcls, and on oornets, 
and on cymbals. 

0 And when they came to Naohon's 
threshing-door, Uzzah put forth bis 
band to tho ark of God, and took 
bold of it; for the oxen shook it. 

7 And the anger of tbo Lord was 
kindled against Uzzah, and God 
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•mote him there for hie error; and 
there he died by the ark of Qod. 

8 And David was displeased, be¬ 
cause the Lord had made a breach 
upon Uriah; and he called the name 
of the place Perez-uzzah to this day. 

9 And David was afraid of the Lord 
that day, and said, Dow shall tho ark 
of the Lord come to me 7 

10 So David would not remove the 
ark of the Lord unto him into the 
city of David; but David carried it 
aside into the house of Obed-edom 
the Gittite. 

11 And the ark of the Lord con¬ 
tinued in the house of Ohed-edom 
the Gittite three months; and the 
Lord blessed Obed-edom, and all his 
household. 

12 And it was told king David, 
saying, The Lord hath hlessed the 
house of Obed-edom, and all that 
pertaineth unto him, because of the 
ark of God. So David went and 
brought up the ark of God from the 
house of Obed-edom into the city of 
David with gladness. 

13 And it was so, that when they 
that bare the ark of the Lord had 
gone six paces, he saorifioed oxen 
and fadings. 

14 And David danced before the 
Lord with all his might; and David 
was girded with a linen ephod. 

15 So David and all the house of 
Israel brought up the ark of the 
Lord with shouttDg, and with the 
sound of the trumpet. 

16 And as the ark of the Lord came 
into the city of David, Michal Suill's 
daughter looked through a window, 
and saw king David leaping and 
dancing before the Lord; and she 
despised him in her heart. 

17 And they brought in the ark of 
the Lord, and set it in his place, in 
the midst of the tabernacle Lnat Da¬ 
vid had pitched for it; and David 
offered hurnt offerings and pcaoc offer¬ 
ings hefore the Lord. 

18 And as soon as David bad made 
an end of offering burnt offerings and 
Deace offerings, he blessed the people 
in tho name of the Lord of hosts. 

10 And ho dealt among all the peo¬ 
ple, even among the whole multitude 
of Israel, as well to the women as 
men, to every one a cake of hread, 
and a good picoe of flesh, and a 


flagon of wine. So all the people 
departed every one to his house. 

20 Then David returned to bless hia 
household. And Michal the daugh¬ 
ter of Saul came out to meet David, 
and said, How glorious was the king 
of Israel to-day, who uncovered him¬ 
self to-day in the eyes of the hand¬ 
maids of his servants, as one of the 
vain fellows shamelessly unoovereth 
himself! 

21 And David said unto Michal, It 
was before the Lord, whioh chose me 
before thy father, and before all his 
house, to appoint me ruler over the 
people of the Lord, over Israel; 
therefore will I play hefore the Lord. 

22 And I will yot be more vile than 
thus, and will he base in mine own 
Bight; and of the maid-servants 
which thou hast spoken of, of them 
shall I bo had in honour. 

23 Therefore Michal the daughter 
of Saul bad no child uDto the day of 
her death. 

CHAPTER VII. 

David desirrth to build, a house unto God-- 
God forbiddeth him — David's prayer. 
ND it came to pass, when the 
king eat in his house, and the 
Lord had given him rest round about 
from all his enemies ; 

2 That the king said unto Nathan 
the prophet, See, now, I dwell in a 
house of cedar, but the ark of God 
dwcllelh within curtains. 

3 And Nathan said lo the king, Go, 
do all that is in thine heart ; for the 
Lord is with thee. 

4 And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the Lord came UDto 
Nathan, saying, 

5 Go and tell my servant David, 
Thus saith the Lord, Shalt thou build 
tuc a house for me to dwell in ? 

G Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of 
Egypt, even to this day, but have 
walked in a tent and in a tabernacle 

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with nil tho children of Israel 
spake I a word with any of the trihef 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying, Why build 
ye not mo a house of cedar? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
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the sheepoote, from following the 
ihecp, to be ruler over my people, 
over Israel; 

9 And I was with thee whitherso¬ 
ever thou wentest, and have out off 
all thine enemies out of thy sight, 
and have made thee a great name, 
like unto the name of the great mon 
that are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my peoplo Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more; 
neither shall the ohildren of wicked¬ 
ness afflict them any more, aB before- 
time, 

11 And as since the time that I 
commanded judges to be over my 
people Israel, and have caused thee 
to rest from all thine enemies. Also 
the Lord telleth thee that he will 
make thee a house. 

12 And when thy days be fulfilled, 
and thou shalt sleep with thy fathers, 
I will set up thy seed after thee, 
which ehall proceed out of thy bow¬ 
els, and I will establish his kingdom. 

13 Ho shall build a house for my 
name, and I will stablish the throne 
of bis kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son. If he commit iniquity, 
I will chasten him with the rod of 
men, and with the stripes of the chil¬ 
dren of mon. 

15 But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from 
Saul, whom I put away bofore Lheo. 

16 Aod thino house and (hy king¬ 
dom shall be established for ever 
before thee; thy throDe shall be es¬ 
tablished for ever. 

17 According to nil these words, 
and according to all this vision, so 
did Nathan speak unto David. 

18 Then wont king David in, arid 
sat before the Lord, and ho said, 
Who am I, 0 Lord God ? and what 
is mj house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto ? 

10 And this was yot a small thing 
in thy Bight, 0 Lord God; but tbou 
hnst spoken also of tby servant's 
house for a great while to ooinc. 
And is this the manner of man, O 
Lord God? 

20 And what can David say more 
unto thee? for thou, Lord God, know- 
est thy nervant. 


21 For thy word’s sake, and ac¬ 
cording to thine own heart, host thou 
done all these great things, to make 
thy servant know them. 

22 Wherefore thou art groat, 0 
Lord God; for there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God be¬ 
sides thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears. 

28 And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people, even like Is¬ 
rael, whom God went to redeem for 
a people to himself, and to make him 
a name, and to do for you great 
things and terrible, for thy land, be¬ 
fore thy people, which thou redeem- 
edst to thee from Egypt, from the 
nations and their gods? 

24 For thou hast confirmed to thy¬ 
self thy people Israel to be a people 
unto thee for ever; and thou, Lord, 
art become their God. 

25 And now, 0 Lord God, the word 
thni thou hast spoken concerning thy 
servant, and concerning his house, 
establish it for ever, and do as thou 
hast said. 

20 And let thy name be magnified 
for over, saying, The Lord of hosts 
is the God over Israel; and let the 
house of thy servant David bo estab¬ 
lished before thee. 

27 For thou, 0 Lord of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast revealed to thy ser¬ 
vant, saying, I will build thee a 
house; therefore hath thy servant 
found in his henrt lo pray this prayer 
unto thee. 

28 And now, 0 Lord God, thou art 
tbal God, and thy words be true, and 
thou hnst promised this goodness 
unto thy servant; 

20 Therefore now let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may continue for ever before thee; 
for thou, 0 Lord God, hast spoken it; 
and with thy blessing let the house 
of thy servant be blessed for over. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

David smiteth the Philistines, the Moabites, 

Fladadexer, and the Syrians — David*» 

officers. 

ND after Ibis it came to pass that 
David smote the Philistines, 
and subdue! them; and David took 
Melhrg-uniinuh out of the hand of 
the Philistines. 

2 And he Bmcto Moab, and mea¬ 
sured them with a line, casting them 
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down to the ground; even with two 
Lines measured he to put to death, and 
with one full line to keep alive. And 
so the Moabites became David's ser¬ 
vants, and brought gifts. 

9 David smote also Hadadezer, the 
•on of Rehob, king of Zobah, as he 
went to reoover his border at the river 
Euphrates. 

4 And David took from him a thou¬ 
sand chariots, and seven hundred 
horsemen, and twenty thonsand foot¬ 
men ; and David honghed all the 
ohariot horses, but reserved of them 
for a hundred ohariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Da¬ 
mascus came to suooour Hadadezer 
king of Zobah, David slew of the 
Syrians two and twenty thousand 
men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in Syria 
of Damascus; and the Syrians be- 
oame servants to David, and brought 
gifts. And the Lord preserved Da¬ 
vid whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the servants of 
Hadadezer, and brought them to 
Jerusalem. 

8 And from Betah, and from Bero- 
thai, cities of Hadadezer, king David 
toik exceeding much brass. 

9 When Toi king of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten all the hosts 
of Hadadezer, 

10 Then Toi sent Joram his son 
unto king David, to salute him, and 
to bless him, heoause he had fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten him ; 
for Hadadezer had wars with Toi. 
And Joram brought with him vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and 
vessels of brass; 

11 Which also king David did dedi¬ 
cate unto the Lord, with the silver 
and gold that he had dedicated of all 
nations which he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of 
the children of Ammon, and of the 
Philistines, and of Amalok, and of 
the spoil of Hadadezer, son of Rehob, 
king of Zobah. 

13 And David gat him a name when 
he returned from smiting of the 
Syrians in the valley of salt, being 
eighteen thousand men. 

14 And he put garrisons in Edom; 
throughout all Edom put he garrisons, 
and all they of Edom became David’s 


servants. And the Lord preserved 
David whithersoevor he went. 

15 And David reigned over all Is¬ 
rael; and David executed judgment 
and justioe unto all his people. 

16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehoshaph&t 
the son of Ahilud was recorder; 

17 And Zadok the son of Ahituh, 
and Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were the priests; and Seraiah was the 
scribe; 

18 And Benaiah the son of Johoi- 
ada was over both the Cherethites 
and the Pelethites; and David's sons 
were chief rulers. 

CHAPTER IX 

David tenddh for Alrphibosheth and rixtor- 
eih him all lhal uxu SauV $. 

A ND David said. Is there yet any 
that is left of the house of Saul, 
that I may show him kindneas for 
Jonathan’s sake ? 

2 And there was of the house of 
Saul a servant whose name was Ziba. 
And when they Lad called him unto 
David, the king ^aid onto him, Art 
thou Ziba ? And he said, Thy sen ant 
is he. 

3 And the king said, Is there not 
yet any of the house of Saul, that I 
may show the kindness of God unto 
him? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Jonathan hath yet a eon, whioh is 
lame on his feet. 

4 And the king said unto him, 
Where is he? And Ziba said unto 
the king, Behold, he is in the house 
of Maohir, the son of Ammiel, in 
Lo-debar. 

5 Then king David sent, and fetched 
him o\it of the house of Maohir, the 
son of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 

6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son 
of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was 
come unto David, he fell on bis face, 
and did reverence. And David said, 
Mephibosheth. And he answered, 
Behold thy servant! 

7 And David said unto him, Fear 
not; for I will surely show thee kind¬ 
ness for Jonathan thy fnther’s sake, 
£nd will restore tbee all the land of 
Saul tby father; and thou shalt eat 
bread at my table continually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said. 
What is thy servant, that tbou 
shouldest look upon suoh a dead dog 
as I am ? 
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0 Then the king called to Zibn, 
Saul's servant, and said onto him, I 
have given nnto thy majter’s son all 
that pertained to 6anl and to all hie 
house. 

10 Thon therefore, and thy sons, 
and thy servants, shall till the land 
for him, and thou shalt bring in the 
fruits, that thy master's son may have 
food to eat; but Mepbibosheth thy 
master's son shall eat bread alway at 
my table. Now Ziba bad fifteen 
sons and twenty servants. 

11 Then B&id Ziba unto the king, 
According to all that my lord the 
king hath commanded his servant, 
so shall thy servant do. As for 
Mcphiboshoth, said tho king, he shall 
uat at my table, as one of the king's 
sons. 

12 And Mepbibosheth had a young 
son, whose name was Mioha. And 
all that dwelt in the house of Ziba 
wero servants unto Mcphibosheth. 

13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem ; for he did eat continually at 
tho king’s table; and was lame on 
both his feet. 

CIIAPTK9 X. 

David's ms-ggimgers villanously entreated — 

The, AmmaniUs and Syrians overaomt by 

Joab—Shobach slain. 

ND it camo to pass after this, 
that the king of tho children 
of Ammon died, and llanun his son 
reigned in his Btoad, 

2 Then said David, >1 will show 
kindness unto llanun the son of Na- 
hnsh, as his father showed kindness 
unto mo. And David sent to oom- 
fort him by the hand of his servants 
for bis father. And David's servants 
oftuio into the land of the children of 
Ammon. 

3 And tho prinoes of the children 
of Ammon said unto llanun their 
lord, Thinkest thou that David doth 
honour thy father, that ho hath sent 
oomfortors unto thee? hath not Da¬ 
vid rather sent his servants unto 
theo, to searoh the city, and to spy it 
out, and to ovorthrow it? 

4 Wherefore llanuu took David’s 
servants, and shaved off the one half 
of their beards, and out off their gar¬ 
ments in the middlo, even to their 
buttocks, and sent them away. 

6 When they told it unto David, he 
tent to meet them, because the men 


were greatly ashamed; and the king 
said, Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards bo grown, and then return. 

6 And when the ohildren of Am¬ 
mon saw that they Btank hefore 
David, the ohildren of Ammon sent 
and hired the Syrians of Beth-rehob, 
and the Syrians of Zoba, twenty 
thousand footmen, and of king Moa- 
cah a thousand men, and of Ish-tob 
twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty men. 

8 And the ohildren of Ammon oame 
ont, and put the battle in array at 
the entering in of the gate; and the 
6yriane of Zoba, and of Rehob, and 
Ish-tob, and Maaoah, were by them¬ 
selves in the field. 

0 When Joab Baw that the front of 
the battle was against him before 
and behind, he chose of all theohoioe 
men of Israel, and put them in array 
against the Syrians; 

10 And the rest of tho people he 
delivered into tho hand of Abishai 
his brother, that ho might put them 
in array against the children of Am¬ 
mon. 

11 And he said, If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou shalt 
help me; but if the children of Am¬ 
mon be too strong for thee, then I 
will como and help theo. 

12 Be of good courage, and let us 
play the men for our people, and for 
the oitieB of our God; and the Lord 
do that whioh sccmeth him good. 

13 And Joab drew nigh, and the 

cople that wero with him, unto the 

attic against tho Syrians; and they 

fled before him. 

14 And when the ohildren of Am¬ 
mon saw that the Syrians were fled, 
thon fled they also before Abishai, 
and entered into tho city. So Joab 
roturned from tho children of Am¬ 
mon, and came to Jerusalem. 

15 And when the Syrians saw that 
they wore smitten before Israel, they 
gathered themselves togother. 

10 And Hadarozcr sent, and brought 
out tho Syrians that were beyond the 
river; and they camo to Hclain ; and 
Sbobach tho captain of the hoBt of 
Hadarozcr wont before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
gathered all Israel together, and 
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passed over Jordan, and came to 
llolam. And the Syrians set them- 
selves in array against David, and 
fought with him. 

18 And the Syrians fled before 
Israel; and David slew the men of 
seven hundred chariots of the Sy¬ 
rians, and forty thousand horsemen, 
and smote 6hobach the captain of 
their host, who died there. 

19 - And when all the kings that were 
servants to Hadareser saw that they 
were smitten before Israel, they made 

eace with Israel, and Berved them, 
o the Syrians feared to help the 
children of Ammon any more. 
CHAPTER XI. 

David, committeth adultery with Balh-theha 
— Uriah' t fidelity — Hu death — David 
taketh Balh-iheba to wife. 

ND it came to pass, after the 
year was expired, at the time 
when kings go forth to battle, that 
David sent Joah, and his servants 
with him, and all Israel; and they 
destroyed the children of Ammon, 
and besieged Rabbah. Bnt David 
tarried still at Jerusalem. 

2 And it came to pass in an 
evening-tide, that David arose from 
off hie bed, and walked upon the 
roof of the king’s house; and from 
the roof he saw a woman washing 
herself; and the woman was very 
beautiful to look upon. 

3 And David sent and inquired 
after the woman. And one said, Is 
not this Bath-sbeba, the daughter of 
Eliam, the wife of Uriah the llittite? 

4 And David sent messengers, and 
took her ; and she came in unto him, 
and he lay with her; for she was 
purified from her unclcaDuess; and 
she returned unto her house. 

5 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, I am 
with child. 

0 And David sent to Joab, saying, 
Send me Uriah the llittite. And 
Joab sent Uriah to David. 

7 And when Uriah was come unto 
him, David demanded of him how 
Joah did, and how the people did, 
and how the war prospered. 

8 And David said to Uriah, Qo 
down to thy house, and wash thy 
feet. And Uriah departed out of the 
king’s house, and there followed him 
a mesB of meat from the king. 


9 But Uriah slept at the door of the 
king's house with all the servants of 
his lord, and went not down to his 
house. 

10 And when they bad told David, 
saying, Uriah went not down onto 
his house, David said unto Uriah, 
Camest thou not from thy journey? 
why then didst thou not go down 
unto thine honse ? 

11 And Uriah said unto David, The 
ark, and Israel, and Judah, abide in 
tents; and my lord Joab, and the 
servants of my lord, are encamped 
in the open fields; shall I then go 
into mine house, to eat and to drink, 
and to lie with my wife? as thou 
liveat, and as thy soul liveth, I will 
not do this thing. 

12 And David said to Uriah, Tarry 
here to-day also, and to-morrow I will 
let thee depart. So Uriah abode in 
Jerusalem that day, and the morrow. 

13 And when David bad called 
him, be did eat and drink before 
him; and he made him drunk; and 
at even he went out to lie on his bed 
with the servants of his lord, bnt 
went not down to his house. 

14 And it came to pass in the 
morning, that David wrote a letter 
to Joab, and sent it by the hand of 
Uriah. 

15 And he wrote in the letter, say¬ 
ing, Set ye Uriah in the forefront of 
the hottest battle, and retire yc from 
him that he maybe smitten, and die. 

16 And it came to pass, wheD Joab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
Uriah unto a place where he knew 
that valiant men were. 

17 And the men of the city went 
out, and fought with Joab; and 
there fell somo of the people of the 
servants of David; and Uriah the 
llittite died also. 

IS Then Joab sent and told David 
all the things concerning the war; 

19 And charged the messengor, 
saying, When thou hast made an 
end of tclliDg the matters of the war 
unto the king. 

20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, nud he say unto thee, Where¬ 
fore approached ye so nigh unto the 
city when yc did fight ? knew ye not 
that they would shoot from the wall ? 

21 Who smoto Abimelech the son 
of Jerubbesheth 7 did not a woman 
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east a nioco of a millstone upon him 
from the wall, that he died in The¬ 
bes? why went ye nigh the wall? 
then say thou, Thy servant Uriah 
the Hittite is dead also. 

22 So the messenger wont, and 
oame and Bhowed David all that Joah 
bad Bent him for. 

*>3 And the messenger said unto 
David, Surely the mon prevailed 
against us, and oame out unto us into 
the field, and wo were upon them 
even unto the entering of the gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off 
the wall upon tby servants; and 
some of the king's servants be dead, 
and thy servant Uriah tho Hittite is 
dead also. 

25 Then David said unto the mes¬ 
senger, Thus shalt thou say onto 
Juab, Let not this thing displease 
thee, for the sword devoureth one as 
well as another; make thy battle more 
strong against the city, and over¬ 
throw it; and enoourage thou him. 

26 And when the wife of Uriah 
heard that Uriah her husband was 
dead, she mourned for her husband. 

27 And when the mourning was 
>ftst, David sent and fetched her to 
iia house, and Bho became his wife, 
and bare him a son. But tho thing 
that David had done displeased tho 
Lord. 

CIIAPTKR XII. 

David reproved by Nathan—Solatium w bom 
— f>atnd torturtth the people nf Rabbah. 
ND the Lord sent Nathan unto 
David. And he came unto him, 
and said unto him, There were two 
men in one city ; the one rich, and 
Lhe other poor. 

2 The rich man had exceeding 
many flocks and herds ; 

3 But the poor man had nothing, 
save one little ewe lamb, which ho 
had bought and nourished up ; and 
it grew up together with him, and 
with his children; it did eat of his 
own meat, and drank of his own cup, 
and lay in bis bosom, and was unto 
him as a daughter. 

4 And there oame a traveller unto 
tho rloli man, and ho spared to take 
of his own flock and of his own herd, 
to drees for the wayfaring man that 
was oomo unto him ; but took the 
poor man’s lamb, and dressed it for 
tho man that was ootne to him. 


5 And David's anger was greatly 
kindled against the man; and he 
said to Nathan, As the Lord liveth, 
the man that hath done this thing 
shall surely die; 

6 And he shall restore the lamb 
four-fold, because he did this thing; 
and beoause ho had no pity. 

7 And Nathan said to David, Thou 
art the man. Thus siiith the Lord 
Ood of Israel, I anointed thee king 
over Israel, and I delivered thee out 
of the hand of Saul; 

8 And I gave thee thy master's 
house, and thy master’s wives into' 
thy bosom, and gave thee the house 
of Israel and of Judah; and if that 
had been too little, I would moreover 
have given unto thee such and suoh 
things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the 
commandment of the Lord, to do evil 
in his sight? thou hast killed Uriah 
the Hittite with the sword, and hast 
taken his wife to be thy wife, and 
hast slain him with the sword of the 
children of Ammon. 

10 Now therefore the sword Bhall 
never do part from thine house; because 
thou hast despised me, and hast taken 
the wife of Uriah the Hittite to be 
thy wife. 

11 ThuB saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will raise up evil against Lhee out of 
thine own house, and I will take thy 
wives before thine eyes, and give 
them unto thy neighbour, and he 
shall lie with thy wives in the sight 
of this sun. 

12 For thou didst it secretly; but I 
will do this thing before all Israel, 
and before the sun. 

13 And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against tho Lord. And 
Nathan said unto David, The Lord 
also hath not put away thy sin that 
thou shalt not die. 

14 Howbcit, because by this deed 
thou hast given great occasion to the 
enemies of tho Lord to blaspheme, 
tho child also thn^t is born unto thee 
shall surely die. 

15 And Nathan departed unto his 
house. Aud the Lord struck the 
child that Uriuh’s wife bare unto 
David, and it was very sick. 

16 David therefore besought God for 
the obiId ; and David fasted, and went 
in, and lay all night uuon the earth, 
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17 And the elders of hie house arose, 
ud went to him, to raise him np 
from the earth; hat he would not, 
neither did he eat bread with them. 

18 And it oamo to pass on the 
seventh day, that the ohild died. 
And the servants of David feared to 
tell him that the ohild was dead; for 
they said, Bohold, while the ohild was 
yet alive, we spake unto him, and he 
would not hearken onto our voioe; 
how will he then vex himself, if we 
tell him that the ohild iB dead 7 

19 But when David saw that his 
servants whispered, David percoived 
that the ohild was dead; therefore 
David said unto his servants, Is the 
ohild dead 7 And they said, He iB 
dead. 

20 Then David arose from the 
earth, and washed, and anointed him¬ 
self, and changed hiB apparel, and 
oame into the house of the Lord, and 
worshipped ; then he came to his own 
house; and when he required, they 
set bread before him, and ho did eat. 

21 Then said his servants unto him, 
What thing is this that thou hast 
done ? thou didst fast and weep for 
the ohild, while it was alive; but 
when the child was dead, thou didst 
rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said, While the child was 
yet alive, I fasted and wept; for I 
said, Who cau tell whether God will 
be grooious to me, that the child may 
live ? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can I bring him back 
again ? I shall go to him, but be shall 
not return to me. 

24 And David comforted Bath-sheba 
his wife, and went in unto her, and 
lay with her; and she bare a sou, 
and he called his name Solomon ; and 
the Lord loved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of 
Nathan the prophot; and ho called 
his name Jodidiah, beoauso of the 
Lord. 

20 And Juab fought against Rabbah 
of the ohildron of Ammon, and took 
the royal city. 

27 And Jonb sent messengers to 
David,and said, I have fought against 
Rabbah, and have taken the city of 
waters. 

36 Now therefore gather the rest of 
the people together, end enoamp 


against the city, and tako It; lest I 
take the city, and it be called after 
my name. 

29 And David gathered all the people 
together, and went to Rabbah, and 
fought against it, and took it. 

30 And he took their king’s orown 
from off his head, the weight whereof 
was a talent of gold with the preoious 
stones; and it was set on David’s 
head. And ho brought forth the 
spoil of the city in great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people 
that were therein, and put them 
under saws, and under harrows of 
iron, and under axes of iron, and 
made them pass through the briok> 
kiln; and thus did he unto all the 
oities of the children of Ammon. 
So David and all the people returned 
unto Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Amnon raviahdh Tamar—Absalom kULdJi 
Amjvm— David griroeih at tht ntwi — 
Absalom JUtih. 

A ND it came to pass after this, 
that Absalom the son of David 
had a fair sister, whose name was 
Tamar; and Amnon the son of David 
loved her. 

2 And Amnon was so vexed, that 
he fell sick for his Bister Tamar; for 
she was a virgin ; and Amnon thought 
it hard for him to do anything to her. 

3 But Amnon had a friend, whose 
name was Jonadab, the son of Shimeah 
David's brother; and Jonadab was a 
very subtile man. 

4 And he said unto bim, Why art 
thou, being tbo king’s son. lean from 
day to day? wilt thou not tell me? 
And Amnon said unto bim, I love 
Tamar, my brother Absalom’s Bister. 

5 And Jonadab said unto him, Lay 
thee down on tby bed, and make thy¬ 
self sick ; and when thy father comcth 
to seo tbee, say unto him, I pray 
thee, let tny sister Tamar como, and 
givo mo meat, and dress the meat in 
my sight, that I may see it, and eat 
it at ber baud. 

6 So Amnon lay down, and made 
himself sick ; and whon the king was 
oome to see him, Amnon said unto 
tho king, I pray thee, let Tamar my 
sister como, and make me a couple 
of cakes in my sight, that I may eat 
at hor hand. 

* 't’hen Dnvid ?enl home to Tamar, 
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laying, Go now to thy brother Am- 
nou’s house, and dress him meat. 

8 80 Tamar went to her brother 
Amnon’s house; and he was laid 
down. And she took flour, and 
kneaded it, and made oakes in his 
sight, and did bake the oakes. 

9 And she took a pan, and poured 
them out before him; but he refused 
to eat. And Amnon said, Havo out 
all men from me. And they went 
out every man from bim. 

10 And Amnon said unto Tamar, 
Bring the meat into the chamber, 
that I may eat of thine hand. And 
Tamar took the oakes whicb she had 
made, and brought them into the 
ohamber to Amnon her brother. 

11 And when she had brought them 
onto him to eat, he took hold of her, 
and said unto her. Come lie with me, 
my sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, my 
hrother, do not foroe me; for no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel; do 
not thou this folly. 

13 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go ? and as for thee, thou 
Bhalt be as one of the fools in Israol. 
Now therefore, I pray thee, speak 
unto the king; for he will not with¬ 
hold me from thee. 

14 Howboit he would not hearken 
unto her voice; but, boing stronger 
than sho, forced her, and lay with 
hor. 

15 Then Amnon hated her exceed¬ 
ingly; so that the hatred wherewith 
he hated her was greater than the 
love wherewith be had loved her. 
And Amnon said to hor, Arise, be¬ 
gone. 

10 And she said unto him, There is 
no oauso; this evil in sending me 
away is greater than the other that 
Ibou didst unto mo. But be would 
not hearken unto her. 

17 Thon ho called his servant that 
ministered unto him, and said, Pul 
now this woman out from me, and 
bolt the door after her. 

16 And sho had a garment of divors 
colours upon her; for with such robc9 
were the king’s daughters that wero 
virgins apparollod. Then his servant 
brought hor out, and bolted the door 
after her, 

19 And Tamar put ashes on hor 
head, and rent her garment of divers 
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colours that was on her, and laid her 
hand on her head, and went on cry¬ 
ing. 

20 And Absalom her brother said 
unto her, Hath Amnon thy brother 
been with thee? but hold now thy 
peace, my sister; he is thy brother; 
regard not this thing. So Tamar re¬ 
mained desolate in her brother Absa¬ 
lom's house. 

21 But when king David heard of 
all these things, he was very wroth. 

22 And Absalom spake nnto his 
brother Amnon neither good nor bad; 
for Absalom hated Amnon, because 
he had forced his sister Tamar. 

23 And it came to pass after two 
full years, that Absalom had Bheep- 
ehcarers in Ba&l-hazor, whioh is be¬ 
side Ephraim ; and Absalom invited 
all the king’s sons. 

24 And Absalom came to the king, 
and said, Behold now, thy servant 
hath sheep-shearers; let the king, I 
beseech thee, and his servants go 
with thy servant. 

25 And the king said to Absalom, 
Nay, my son, let us not all now go, 
lest wo bo chargeable unto thee. And 
he pressed him; howbeit he woald 
not go, but blessed him. 

26 Then said Absalom, If not, I 
pray thee, let my brother Amnon go 
with us. And the king said unto 
him, Why should he go with thee? 

27 But Absalom pressed him, that 
he let Amnon and all the king’s eons 
go with him. 

28 Now Absalom had commanded 
his servants, saying, Mark ye now 
when Amnon'e heart is merry with 
wino, and when I Eay unto you, 
Smite Atuuon; then kill him, fear 
not; havo I not commanded you? be 
courageous, and be valiant. 

29 And the servants of Absalom did 
unto Amnon as Absalom had com¬ 
manded. Then all the king’s sons 
arose, and every man gat him up 
upon his mule, and fled. 

30 And it camo to pass, whilo they 
wero in the wa} r , that tidings came to 
David, saying, Absalom bath slain 
all the king’s sods, and there is not 
one of thorn left. 

31 Then tho king arose, and tare 
his garments, and lay on the oarth; 
and all his servants Btood by with 
their olothes reD*. 
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32 And Jonadab, the son of Shim- 
eah David's brother, answered and 
said. Let not my lord suppose that 
they have slain all the young men 
the king's sodb; for Aninon only is 
dead; for by the appointment of Ab¬ 
salom this hath been determined from 
the day that he forced his sister Ta¬ 
mar. 

33 Now therefore let not my Lord 
the king take the thing to his heart, 
to think that all the king's sons are 
dead; for Amnon only is dead. 

34 But Absalom fled. And the yonng 
man that kept the watch lifted up his 
eyes, and looked, and, hehold, there 
came muoh people by the way of the 
hill-side behind him. 

36 And Jonadab said unto the king. 
Behold, the king's sons come; as thy 
servant said, so it is. 

36 And it came to pass, as soon as 
he had made an end of speaking, that, 
behold, the king’s sons oame, and 
lifted up their voice and wept: and 
tho king also and all bis servants 
wept very sore. 

37 But Ahsalom fled, and went to 
Talmai, the son of Ammihnd, king 
of Geehur. And David mourned for 
his son every day. 

38 So Absalom fled, and went to 
Gcshur, and was there three years. 

39 And the soul of king David 
longed lo go forth unto Absalom ; for 
ue was comforted concerning Amnon, 
seeing he was dead. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Joab bring tifi Absalom to Jerusalem — Absa¬ 
lom's beauty . 

OW Joab the son of Zeruiah per¬ 
ceived that the king’s heart was 
toward Ahsalom. 

2 And Joah sent to Tekoab, and 
fetched thenee a wise woman, and 
said unto her, I pray thee, feign thy¬ 
self to be a mourner, and put on now 
mourning apparel, aud anoint uot 
tbyself with oil, but be a? a woman 
that had a long time mourned for 
the dead; 

3 And come to tbe king, and speak 
on this manner unto him. So Joab 
put the words in hor mouth. 

4 And when the woman of Tekoab 
spake to tbe king, she fell on her 
face to the ground, and did obeisance, 
and said, Help, 0 king. 

6 And tbe king said unto her, What 


ailetb thee ? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine 
husband is dead. 

6 And thy hand-maid had two sons, 
and they two strove together in 
the field, and there was none to part 
them, but the one emote the other, 
and slew him. 

7 And, behold, the whole family ii 
risen against tbine hand-maid, and 
they said, Deliver him that emote his 
brother, that we may kill him, for the 
life of his brother whom he slew; and 
we will destroy the heir also ; and so 
they will quench my coal which is 
left, and ehalt not leave to my hus¬ 
band neither name nor remainder 
upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the wo¬ 
man, Go to thine house, and I will 
give charge concerning thee. 

9 And the woman of Tekoah said unto 
the king, My lord, 0 king, tbe ini¬ 
quity be on me, and on my father’s 
house; and the king and his throne 
he guiltless. 

10 And tbe king said, Whosoever 
saith aught unto thee, bring him to 
me, and he shall not touch thee any 
more. 

11 Then said she, I pray thee, lei 
the king rememher the Lord thy 
God, that thou wouldest not suffer 
the revengers of blood to destroy any 
more, lest they destroy my son. And 
he said. As the Lord liveth, there 
shall not one hair of thy son fall to 
the earth. 

12 Then the woman said, Let thine 
hand-maid. I pray thee, speak one 
word unto my lord the king. And he 
said. Say on. 

13 And the woman said. Wherefore 
then hast thou thought such a thing 
against the people of God? for the 
king doth speak this thing as one 
which is faulty, in that the king doth 
not fetch home again his banished. 

1-1 For we must needs die. and are 
as water spilt on the ground, which 
cannot be gathered up again : neither 
doth God respect any person; yet doth 
he devise means, that his banished be 
not expelled from biru. 

15 Now therefore that I «.in come to 
speak of this thing unto my lord the 
king, it is because the people have 
made me afraid; and thy hand maid 
a&id, I will now speak unto tbe king; 
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U may be that the king will perform 
the request of his hand-maid. 

10 For the king will hear, to de¬ 
liver his hand-maid out of the hand 
of the man that would destroy me 
and my son together out of the in¬ 
heritance of God. 

17 Then thine hand-maid said, The 
word of my lord the king shall now 
be comfortable; for as an angel of 
God, so is my lord the king to dis¬ 
cern good and bad; therefore the 
Lord thy God will be with thee. 

18 Then the king answered and 
said unto the woman, Hide not from 
me, I pray thee, the thing that I 
shall ask thoo. And the woman said, 
Let my lord tho king now speak. 

19 And the king said, Is not the 
hand of Juab with thee in all thlfl ? 
And the woman answerad and said. 
As thy soul livoth, my lord the king, 
none can turn to tho right hand or to 
the left from aught that my lord the 
king hath spoken ; for thy servant 
Joab, ho bade me, and he put all 
these words in the mouth of thine 
hand-maid; 

20 To fetch about tbis form of 
speoeb hath thy servant Joab done 
this thing; and my lord is wiso, ac¬ 
cording to tho wisdom of an angel of 
God, to know all things that arc in 
the earth. 

21 And tho king said unto Joab, 
Behold now, I have done this thing ; 
go therefore, bring the young man 
Absalom again. 

22 Ami Joab foil to the ground on 
liis face, and bowed himself, and 
thanked tbo king ; and Joab said, To¬ 
day thy sorvunt knoweth that I have 
found grace in thy sight, my lord, 0 
king, in that the king hath fulfilled 
the request of his aervunt. 

23 So Joab arose and went to Go 
fi'iur, and brought Absalom to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

24 And the king said, Let him turn 
to his own house, and let him not see 
my face. So Absalom returnod to 
his own houeo, and saw not the king's 

face. 

25 Hut in nil Israel there was none 
to bo so muoh praised as Absalom 
for his beauty; from tho solo of his 
foot even to tho crown of his head 
thero was no blemish in him. 

26 And when ho polled his head, 


(for it was at every year's end that 
lie polled it; because tho hair was 
heavy on him, therefore he polled it;) 
ho weighed the hair of his head at 
two hundred shokels after the kings 
weight. 

27 And unto Absalom there were 
born three 6ons, and one daughter, 
whoso name was Tamar; she was a 
woman of a fair oountenanoe. 

28 So Absalom dwelt two full years 
in Jerusalem, and saw not the king’s 
face. 

20 Therefore Absalom sent for Joab, 
to have sent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him; and when he 
sent again the second time, he would 
not oome. 

30 Therefore he said unto his ser¬ 
vants, See, Joab’s field is near mine, 
and he hath barley there ; go and set 
it on fire. And Absalom's servants 
set the Gold on fire. 

31 Thon Joab arose, and came to 
Absalom unto his bouse, and said 
unto him, Whcrofore have thy Bor- 
vanls set my field on fire ? 

32 And Absalom answered Joab, 
Behold, I sent unto thee, saying, 
Comohithor, that I may send thee to 
the king, to say, Whorofore am I come 
from Gcshur? it had been good for 
me to have been there still; now 
therefore let me see tho king's face ; 
and if there bo any iniquity in me, 
let him kill me. 

33 So Joab came to tho king, and 
told him ; and when ho had called 
for Absalom, ho came to the king, 
and bowed himself on his faoe to the 
ground before the king; and the king 
kissed Absalom. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Absalom stealeJh the hearts of Israel—He 
maketh a great conspiracy —Dart’d Jlceth 
from Jerusalem—David and his company 
go up mount Olivet weeping—He cur set h 
Ahithnphet's counsel. 

NLi it enmc (o pass after this, 
that Absalom prepared him 
chariots and horses, and fifty men to 
run before him. 

2 And Absalom rose up early, and 
stood besido the wny of the gate ; and 
it was so, that when any man that 
bad a controversy came to the king 
for judgment, then Absalom oalled 
unto him, and said, Of what oity art 
thou ? And ho said, Thy sorvant is of 
one of the tribes of Israel. 
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8 And Absalom said unto him. Gee, 
thy matters are good and right; but 
there is no man deputed of the king 
to hear thee. 

4 Absalom said moreover, Ob that 
I were made judge in the land, that 
every man which hath any suit or 
cause might come unto me, and I 
would do him justice! 

5 And it was bo, that when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, 
he pot forth his hand, and took him, 
ana hiBsed him. 

6 And on this manner did Absalom 
to all Israel that came to the king for 
judgment; so Absalom stole the hearts 
of the men of Israel. 

7 And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Absalom said unto the 
king, I pray thee, let me go and pay 
my vow, which I have vowed unto 
the Lord, in Hebron. 

8 For thy servant vowed a vow 
while I abode at Geshur in 6yria, 
saying, If the Lord shall bring me 
again indeed to Jerusalem, then I will 
serve the Lord. 

9 And the king said unto him, Go 
in peace. So he arose, and went to 
Hebron. 

10 But Absalom sent spies through- 
out all the tribes of Israel, saying, 
As soon as ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, then ye shall say, Absalom 
reigneth in Hebron. 

11 And with Absalom went two 
hundred men out of Jerusalem, that 
were called; and they went in their 
simplioity, and they knew not any 
thing. 

12 And Absalom sent for Ahitho- 
phel the Gilonite, David’s counsellor, 
from his city, even from Giloh, while 
he offered sacrifices. And the con¬ 
spiracy was strong; for the people in¬ 
creased oontinually with Absalom. 

13 And there came a messenger to 
David, saying, The hearts of the 
men of Israel are after Absalom. 

14 And David said unto all his ser¬ 
vants that were with him at Jerusa¬ 
lem, Arise, and let u9 flee; for we 
shall not else escape from Absalom ; 
make speed to depart, lest he over¬ 
take us suddenly, and bring evil upon 
us, and smite the oity with the edge 
of the sword. 

15 And the king's servants said 
unto the king, Behold, thy servants 


are ready to do whatsoever my lord 
the king shall appoint. 

16 And the king went forth, and 
all his household after him. And the 
king left ten women, which were con¬ 
cubines, to keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all 
the people after him, and tarried in a 
place that was far off. 

18 And all his servants passed cn 
beside him ; and all the Cnerethites, 
and all the Pelethites, and all the 
Gittites, six hundred men which came 
after him from Gath, passed on before 
the king. 

19 Then said the king to Ittai the 
Gittite, Wherefore goest thou also 
with us ? return to thy place, and 
abide with the king ; for thou art a 
stranger, and also an exile. 

20 Whereas thou earnest but yes¬ 
terday, should I this day make thee 
go up and down with ns ? seeing I 
go wnither I may, return thou, and 
take back thy hrethren; mercy and 
truth be with thee. 

21 And Ittai answered the king, 
and said, As the Lord livetb, and as 
my lord the king livetb, surely in 
what place my lord the king shall be, 
whether in death or life, even there 
also will thy servant be. 

22 And David said to Ittai, Go and 
pass over. And Ittai the Gittite 
passed over, and all his men, and all 
the little ones that were with him. 

23 And all the country wept with a 
loud voice, and all the peoplo passed 
over; the king also himBelf passed 
over the brook Kidron, and all the 
peoplo passed over, toward the way 
of the wilderness. 

24 And lo, Zadok also, and all the 
Levites were with him, bearing the 
ark of the covenant of God; and 
they set down the ark of God; and 
Abiathar went up, until all the peoplo 
had done passing out of the city, 

25 And the king said unto Zadok, 
Carry back the ark of God into the 
city; if I shall find favour in the 
eyes of the Lord, be will bring me 
again, and show me both it, and his 
habitation; 

26 But if he thus say, I have no 
delight in thee; hehold, bero am I, 
let him do to me as Bocmelh good 
onto him. 

27 The king said also unto Zadok 
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the priest, Art not thou a seer ? return 
into the city in peace, and your two 
•odb with you, Ahim&az thy son, and 
Jonathan the son of Abiathar. 

28 See, I will tarry in the plain of 
the wilderness, until there oome word 
from you to certify me. 

20 Zadok therefore and Abiathar 
oamed the ark of God again to 
Jerusalem; and they tarried there. 

30 And David went up by the ascent 
of mount Olivet, and wept as he went 
up, and had hiB head oovered, and he 
went barefoot; and all the people 
that was with him oovered every man 
his head, and they went up, weeping 
as they went up. 

31 And one told David, saying, 
Ahithophel is among the oonspirators 
with Absalom. And David said, 0 
Lord, I pray thee, turn tbe oounsel 
of Ahithophel into foolishness. 

32 And it came to pass, that when 
David was oome to the top of the 
mount, where he worshipped God, 
behold, Hush&i the Archite came to 
meet him with his coat rent, and earth 
upon his head; 

33 Unto whom David said, If thou 
asnest on with me, then thou shalt 
e a burden unto me; 

34 But if thou return to the oity, 
and say unto Absalom, I will be thy 
servant, 0 king; as I have been thy 
father’s servant hitherto, so will I 
now also be thy servant; then mayest 
thou for me defeat the oounsel of 
Ahithophel. 

35 And hast thou not there with 
Lhee Zadok and Abiathar the priests? 
tberefore it shall be, that what thing 
soever thou shalt hear out of the 
king's house, thou shalt tell it to 
Zadok and Abiathar the priosts. 

36 Behold, they have there with 
thorn their two sodb, Ahimaaz Zadok’a 
son, and Jonathan Abiathar’s son; 
and by them ye shall send unto me 
every thing that ye can hear. 

37 So llushai David’s friend oame 
into the oity, and Absalom oame into 
Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

STnmn curtelh David—David abiiairuih 
from revenge—AhithopheVs counsel 
ND wbeu David was a little past 
the top of the hill, behold, Ziba 
the servant of Mcphibosheth met 
him, with a oouple of asBes saddled, 


and upon them two hundred loaves 
of bread, and a hundred bnnohes of 
raisins, and a hundred of snmmer 
fruits, and a bottle of wine. 

2 And the king said nnto Ziba, 
What meanest thoa by these 7 And 
Ziba Baid, The asses be for the king's 
household to rido on; and the bread 
and snmmer fruit for the young men 
to eat; and the wine, that such as be 
faint in the wilderness may drink. 

3 And the king said, And where is 
thy master’s Bon? And Ziba said 
unto the king, Behold, he abideth at 
Jerusalem; for he said, To-day shall 
the honse of Israel restore me the 
kingdom of my father. 

4 Then said the king to Ziba, Be¬ 
hold, thine are all that pertained unto 
Mephibosheth. And Ziba said, I 
humbly beseoch thee that I may find 
grace in thy sight, my lord, 0 king. 

5 And when king David came to 
Bahurim, behold, thence came out a 
man of the family of the house of 
Saul, whose name was Shimei, the 
bod of Gera; he came forth, and 
cursed still as he came. 

6 And he cast stones at David, and at 
all the servants of king David, and 
all the people and all the mighty men 
were on his right hand and on his left. 

7 And thus said Shimei when he 
cursed, Come out, come out, thou 
bloody man, and thou man of Belial; 

8 The Lord hath returned upon 
thee all the blood of the house of 
Saul, in whose stead thou ha3t reigned; 
and the Lord hath delivered the 
kingdom into the hand of Absalom 
thy son; and, behold, thou art taken 
in thy mischief, because thou art a 
bloody man. 

9 Then said Abishai tho son of 
Zeruiah unto the king, Why should 
this dead dog curHo my lord the king? 
let me go over, I pray thee, and take 
off hiB head. 

10 Ann tho king said, What have I 
to do with you, yc sons of Zeruiah ? 
bo let him curse, beoause the Lord 
hath Baid unto him, Curse David. 
Who shall then say, Wherefore hast 
thou done so 7 

11 And David said to Abishai, and 
Lo all his servants, Behold, my son, 
whioh came forth of my bowels, 
eceketh my life; how much more 
now may this BeDjamite do it? let 
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him alone, and let him corse; for 
the Lord hath bidden him. 

12 It may he that the Lord will 
look on mine affliction, and that the 
Lord will requite me good for his 
cursing this day. 

13 And as David and hie men went 
hy the way, Shimei went along on 
the hill's side over against him, and 
cursed as he went, and threw stones 
at him, and oast dust. 

14 And the king, and all the people 
that were with him, came weary, and 
refreshed themselves there. 

15 And Absalom, and all the people 
the men of Israel, came to Jerusalem, 
and Ahithophel with him. 

16 And it came to pass, when Jlushai 
the Archite, David friend, was come 
unto Absalom, that Hushai said unto 
Absalom, God save the king, God 
save the king. 

17 And Absalom said to Hushai, Is 
this thy kindnesB to thy friend ? why 
wentest thou not with thy friend? 

18 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
Nay; but whom the Lord, and this 
people, and all the men of Israel, 
choose, his will I be, and with him 
will I abide. 

19 And again, whom should I serve? 
should I not serve in the presence of his 
son ? as I have served in thy father’s 
presence, so will I be in thy presence. 

20 Then said Absalom to Ahith- 
ophel, Give counsel among yoa whal 
wo shall do. 

21 And Ahithophel said unto Ab¬ 
salom, Go in unto thy father’s con¬ 
cubines, which he hath left to keep 
the house; and all l9raol shall hear 
that thou art abhorred of thy father; 
then shall the hands of all that are 
with thee be strong. 

22 So they spread Absalom a tent 
upon the top of the house; and Ab¬ 
salom wont in unto his father's con¬ 
cubines in the sight of all Israel. 

23 And the counsel of Ahithophel, 
which ho counselled in those days, 
was as if a man had inquired at the 
oracle of God; so was all the counsel 
of Ahithophel both with David and 
with Absalom. 

CHAPTKR XVII. 

Ahithophei hangeth himstlf—Arruua made 
captain. 

M OREOVER Ahithophel said un¬ 
to Absalom, Let me now choose 


out twelve thousand men, and 1 
will arise and pursue after David 
this night; 

2 And I will come upon him while 
he is weary and weak-handed, and 
will make him afraid; and all the 
people that are with him shall flee; 
and I will smite the king only ; 

3 And I will bring back ail the 
people unto thee; the man whom 
thou seekest is as if all returned; 
so all the people shall he in peaoe. 

4 And the saying pleased Absalom 
well, and all the elders of IsraoL 

5 Then said Absalom, Call now 
Hnshai the Archite also, and let ns 
hear likewise what he sailh. 

6 And when Hushai was come to 
Absalom, Absalom spake unto him, 
saying, Ahithophel hath spoken after 
this manner; shall we do after his 
saying? if not, speak thou. 

i 7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 

; The counsel that Ahithophel hath 
given is not good at this time. 

8 For, said Hushai, thou knowest 
thy father and his men, that they be 
mighty men, and they be chafed in 
their minds, as a bear robbed of her 
whelps in the field; and thy father 
is a man of war, and will not lodge 
with the people. 

9 Behold, he is hid now in some 
pit, or in some other place; and it 
will come to pass, when some of 
them be overthrown at the first, that 
whosoever heareth il will say, There 
is a slaughter among the people that 
follow Absalom. 

10 And he also that is valiant, 
whoso heart is as the heart of a 
lion, shall utterly melt; for all Is¬ 
rael kuoweth that tby father is a 
mighty man, and they which be with 
him arc valiant men. 

11 Thcrcforo I counsel that all Is¬ 
rael be generally gathered unto thee, 
from Dan even to Becr-Bheba, as the 
sand that is by tho sea lor multi¬ 
tude ; and that thou go to battle in 
thine own person. 

12 So shall we coino upon him in 
some place where ho shall bo found, 
and wo will light upon him as the 
dew falloth on the ground ; and of 
him and of all the men that are with 
him there shall not bo left so much 
as one. 

13 Moreover, if he be gotten into a 
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oily, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
to that oity, and we will draw it into 
the river, until there be not one small 
stone found there. 

14 And Ahsalom and all the men 
of Israel said, The oounsel of Huehai 
the Arohite is hotter than the coun¬ 
sel of Ahithophel. For the Lord 
had appointed to defeat the good 
oounsel of Ahithophel, to the intent 
that the Lord mignt bring evil upon 
AbB&lom. 

15 Then said Uushai onto Zadok 
and to Ahiathar the priests, Thus 
and thus did Ahithophel counsel 
Absalom and the elderB of Israel; 
and IhuB and thus have I counselled. 

10 Now therefore send quickly, 
and toll David, Baying, Lodge not 
this night in the plains of the wil¬ 
derness, but speedily pass over; lest 
the king be swallowed up, and all 
the pcoplo that aro with him. 

17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz 
stayed by En-rogel; for they might 
not be seen to come into the oity; 
and a wench went and told them; 
and they went and told king David. 

10 Nevertheless, a lad saw them, 
and told Absalom; but they went 
both of them away quickly, and 
came to a man’s house in Dahurim, 
which had a well in his court; whi¬ 
ther they went down. 

19 And the woman took and spread 
a covoring over the well’s mouth, and 
spread ground ooru thereon ; and the 
tiling was not known. 

20 And when Absalom’s servants 
oame to the woman to the house, 
they said, Whcro is Ahimaaz and 
Jonathan ? And the woman said 
unto them, They bo gone over tho 
brook of water. And when they had 
sought and could not find them, they 
returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And it cumo to puss, after they 
were departed, that they came up 
out of the well, and went and told 
king David, and said unto David, 
Arise, and pass quickly over tho 
water; for thus hath Ahithophel 
counselled against you. 

22 Then David arose, aud all the 
people that were with him, and thoy 

f iassod over Jordan ; by tho morning 
ighl there lacked not one of them 
that was nuL gono over Jordan. 

23 And when Ahithophel saw that 


his counsel was not followed, he 
saddled his ass, and arose, and 
him home to bis house, to his oity, 
and put his household in order, and 
hanged himself, and died, and wu 
buried in the sepulohre of his father. 

24 Then David came to Mahanaink 
And Absalom passed over Jordan, 
he and all the men of Israel with 
him. 

25 And Absalom mado Amaso cap¬ 
tain of tho hosts instead of Joab; 
which Amasa was a man’s son, whose 
name was Ithra an Israelite, that 
wont in to Abigail the daughter of 
Nahaeh, sister to Zeruiah Joab’s 
mother. 

26 So Israol and Absalom pitched 
in the land of Gilead. 

27 And it oame to pass, when Da¬ 
vid was oome to Mahanaim, that 
Shobi tho eon of Nahash of Rabbah 
of the children of Ammon, and Ma- 
chir the son of Ammiel of Lo-debar, 
and Barzillai the Gileadite of Ro- 
gclim, 

28 Brought beds, and basins, and 
earthen vessels, aDd wheat, and bar¬ 
ley, and flour, and parched corn, 
and beaus, and lentiles, and parched 
pulse, 

29 And honey, and butter, and 
Bheep, and cheese of kine, for David, 
and for the people that were with 
him, to eat; lor they said, The peo¬ 
ple is hungry, and weary, aud thirsty, 
in the wilderness. 

CHAPTER XVTII. 

David ffivfth charge of Absalom—Tfu /*■ 
raf liifi gmiUen—A bsalom is slain—David 
mnumdJi for Absalom. 

ND David numbered the people 
that were with him, and set 
captains of thousands and captains 
of hundreds over them. 

2 And David sent forth a third 
part of tho people under the hand 
of Joah, and a third part under the 
hand of ALishui tho son of Zeruiah, 
Joab’s brother, and the third part 
undor the hand of Ittai tho Gittite. 
And the king said unto the people, I 
will surely go forth with you myself 
also. 

Z But tho people answered, Thou 
ehit.lt. not go forth; for if wo flee 
away, they will not oare for us; nei¬ 
ther if half of us die, will thoy oare 
for us; but now thou art worth ten 
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thousand of us; therefore now it is 
better that thou buooout ua out of the 
city. 

4 And the king said unto them, 
What seemeth you beBt I will do. 
And the king stood by the gate aide, 
aud all the people oame out by hun¬ 
dreds and by thousands. 

6 And the king commanded Joab 
and Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deal 
gently for my sake with the yonng 
man, even with Absalom. And all 
the people heard when the king gave 
all the oaptains charge concerning 
Absalom. 

6 So the people went out into the 
field against Israel; and the battle 
was in the wood of Ephraim; 

7 Where the people of Israel were 
slain before the servants of David, 
and there was there a great slaughter 
that day of twenty thousand men. 

8 For tbe battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country; and 
the wood devoured more people that 
day than the sword devoured. 

9 And Absalom met the servants 
of David. And Absalom rode upon 
a mule, and the mule went nnder the 
thick bows of a great oak, and bie 
head caught hold of the oak, and he 
was taken up between the heaven 
and the earth; and tbe mule that was 
under him went away. 

10 And a certain man saw it, and 
told Joab, and said, Behold, I saw 
Absalom hanged in an oak. 

11 And Joab said unto the man 
that told him. And, bohold, thou sow- 
est him, and wby didst thou not 
smite him there to the ground? and 
I would have given thee ten shekels 
of silver, and a girdle. 

12 And tho man said unto Joab, 
Though I should receive a thousand 
shekels of silver in mine hand, yet 
would I not put forth mine hand 
against tho king's son; for in our 
hearing the king charged thee and 
Abishai and Itlai, saying, Beware 
that none touch tho young man Ab¬ 
salom. 

13 Otherwise I should have wrought 
falsehood against mine own life; for 
there is no matter hid from the king, 
and thou thyself wouldost have sot 
thyself against me. 

14 Then said Joab, I may not tarry 
thus with thee. And he took three 


darts In his hand, and thrust them 
through the heart of Absalom, while 
he was yet alive in the midst of the 
oak. 

15 And ten young men that bare 
Joab's armour compassed about and 
Bmote Absalom, and Blew bim. 

16 And Joab blew the trumpet, and 
the people returned from pursuing 
after Israel; for Joab held back the 
people. 

17 And they took Absalom, and 
cast him into a great pit in the 
wood, and laid a very great heap 
of stones upon him; and all Israel 
fled every one to his tent. 

18 Now Absalom in his lifetime had 
taken and reared up for himself a 
pillar, which is in the king's dale; 
for he said, I have no son to keep 
my name in remembrance; and he 
called the pillar after his own name; 
and it is called unto this day, Absa¬ 
lom's place. 

19 Then said Ahimaaz the son of 
Zadok, Let me now run, and bear the 
king tidings, bow that the Lord hath 
avenged him of his enemies. 

20 And Joab said nnto him, Thou 
sbalt not bear tidings this day, bnt 
thou sbalt bear tidings another day; 
but this day thou sbalt bear no 
tidings, because the king's son is 
dead. 

21 Then said Joab to Cushi, Go 
tell tbe king what thou hast seen. 
And Cushi bowed himself unto Joab, 
and ran. 

22 Then said Ahimaaz tbe son of 
Zadok yet again to Joab, But how¬ 
soever, let me, I pray thee, also run 
after Cushi. And Joab said, Where¬ 
fore wilt thou run, my son, seeing 
that thou hast no tidings ready? 

23 But howsoever, said he, let me 
run. And he said unto bim, Run. 
Then Ahimaaz ran by the way of 
the plain, and overran Cushi. 

24 And David sat between tbe two 
gates; and the watchman went up 
to the roof over the gate unto the 
wall, and lifted up bis eyes, and 
looked, and behold a man running 
alone. 

25 And the watchman cried, and 
told the king. And tbe king said. 
If he be alone, thero is tidings in his 
mouth. And be came apace, and 
drew near. 
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25 And the watohman saw another 
man running; and the watohman 
eatled onto the porter, and said, Be¬ 
hold another man running alone. 
And the king said, He also bringeth 
tidings. 

27 And the watohman said, Me- 
thinketh the running of the foremost 
Is like the running of Ahimaas the 
eon of Zadok. And the king said, 
He is a good man, and oometh with 
good tidings. 

28 And Ahimaas callod, and said 
unto the king, All is well. And he 
fell down to the earth upon his face 
before the king, and Baid, Blessed be 
the Lord thy God, which hath de¬ 
livered up the men that lifted up 
their hana against my lord the king. 

29 And the king said, Is the young 
man Absalom safe? And Ahimaaz 
answered, When Joab sent the king’B 
servant, and me thy servant, I saw a 
great tumult, but I knew not what 
it was. 

30 And the king said unto him, 
Turn asido, and stand here. And ho 
turned aside, and stood still. 

31 And, behold, Cushi oame; and 
CuBhi said, Tidings, my lord the 
king; for the Lord hath avenged thee 
this day of all them that rose up 
against thee. 

32 And the king said unto Cushi, 
Is the young man Absalom safe? 
And Cushi answered, The enemies 
of my lord the king, and all that rise 
against thee to do thee hurt, be as 
that young man is. 

33 And the king was muoh moved, 
and wont up to the chamber over the 
gate, and wept; and as he went, thus 
ho said, 0 my son Absalom ! my son, 
my son Absalom I would God I had 
died for thee, 0 Absalom, my son, 
my son ! 

CIIAPTKIt XIX. 

Varid ceaseth moumirw—The Israelite* dc- 

sirt the king back —.VitmW is pardoned, 

A ND it was told Joub, Behold, the 
king weepeth and rnourneth for 
Absalom. 

2 And the viotory that day was 
turned into mourning unto all the 
people; for the people heard say that 
day how the king was grievod for his 
son. 

3 And the peoplo gut thorn by 
•tealth that day into the oity, as 


people being ashamed steal away 
when they flee in hattle. 

4 But the king covered his face, 
and the king cried with a loud voice, 
0 my son Absalom ! 0 Absalom, my 
Bon, my son ! 

5 And Joab came into the house 
to the king, and said, Thou hast 
shamed this day the faces of all thy 
servants, which this day have Baved 
thy life, and the lives of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, and the lives 
of thy wives, and the lives of thy 
ooncubinoe; 

A In that thou lovest thine enemies, 
and hatcst thy friends. For thou 
haBt deolared this day, that thou re- 
gardest neither prinoes nor servants; 
for this day I peroeive, that if Absa¬ 
lom had lived, and all we had died 
this day, then it had pleased thee 
well. 

7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy servants; 
for I swear by the Lord, if thou go 
not forth, there will not tarry one 
with thee this night; and that will 
be worse unto thee than all the evil 
that befell thee from thy youth until 
now. 

8 Then the king arose, and Bat in 
the gate. And they told unto all the 
people, saying, Behold, the king doth 
sit in the gate. And all the people 
eamo before the king ; for Israel had 
fled every man to his tent. 

9 And all the people wero at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
saying, The king saved us out of the 
hand of our enemies, and he delivered 
us out of the hand of the Philistines; 
and now he is fled out of the land 
for Absalom. 

10 And Absalom, whom we anoint¬ 
ed over us, is dead iD battle. Now 
thcreforo why speak ye not a word 
of bringing tho king back? 

11 And king David sent to Zadok 
and to Abiatbnr tho priosts, saying, 
Speak unto tho ciders of Judah, say- 
ing, Why are ye the last to bring the 
king back to his house? seeing the 
speech of all Israel is come to the 
king, even to his house. 

12 Yo are my brethren, yc arc iny 
bones and my flosh; wherefore then 
are ye the last to bring bock the 
king? 

13 And say ye to Amasa, Art thon 
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not of my bone, and of my flesh ? 
God do bo to me, and more also, if 
thon be Dot captain of the host be¬ 
fore me continually in the room of 
Joab. 

14 And he bowed tbe heart of all 
the mon of Judah, even as the heart 
of one man; so that they Bent this 
word onto the king, Return thou, and 
all thy servants. 

15 So tho king returned, and came 
to Jordan. And Judah oame to Gil- 
gftl, to go to meet the king, to oon- 
duct the king over Jordan. 

16 And Shimci the son of Gera, a 
Benjamite, which was of Bahurim, 
hasted and came down with the men 
ol' Judah to meet king David. 

17 And there were a thousand men 
of Benjamin with him, and Ziba the 
servant of tho house of Saul, and his 
fifteen sons and his twenty servants 
with him ; and they went over Jor¬ 
dan before the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry 
boat to carry over the king's house¬ 
hold, and to do what he thought 
good. And Shimci the son of Gera 
fell down before the king, as ho was 
come over Jordan ; 

19 And said unto tho king, Let not 
my lord impute iniquity unto me, 
neither do thou remember that which 
thy servant did perversely the day 
that my lord the king went out of 
Jerusalem, that the king should take 
it to his heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that 
I have sinned; therefore, behold, I 
am ooine the first this day of all the 
house of Joseph to go down to meet 
my lord tho king. 

21 But Abishni the son of Zeruiah 
answered and said, Shall not Shimei 
be put to dcatb for this, because he 
cursed the Lord's anointed? 

22 And David said, What have I to 
do with you, yo sons of Zeruiah, that 
ye should this day bo adversaries 
unto me ? shall there any man be put 
to dcAth this day in Israel ? for do 
not I know that I am this day king 
over Israel ? 

23 Therefore tho king said unto 
Bhimci, Thou shalt not die. And the 
king swnro unto him. 

24 And Mcphibosheth the son of 
Saul came down to meet the king, 
and had neither dressed his feet, nor 


trimmod his beard, nor washed hU 
clothes, from the day the king de¬ 
parted until the day he came again 
in peace. 

25 And it came to pasB, when he 
was oome to Jerusalem to meet the 
king, that the king said unto him, 
Wherefore wentest not thou with me, 
Mephiboshelh? 

26 And he answered. My lord, 0 
king, my servant deceived me; for 
thy servant said, I will saddle me an 
ass, that I may ride thereon, and go 
to the king; because thy servant is 
lame. 

27 And he hath slandered thy ser¬ 
vant unto my lord the king; bat my 
lord the king is as an angel of God; do 
therefore what is good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father’s house were 
but dead men before my lord the 
king; yet didst thou set thy servant 
among them that did eat at thine 
own table. What right therefore 
have I yet to cry any more unto tho 
king 7 

29 And the king said unto him, 
Why speakest thou any more of thy 
matters ? I have said, Thoa and 
Ziba divide tho land. 

30 And Mephibosheth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, forasmuch 
as my lord the king is oome again in 
peace unto his own house. 

31 And Barzillai the Gileadite came 
down from Rogelim, and went over 
Jordan with the king, to conduct him 
over Jordan. 

32 Now Barzillai was a very aged 
man, even four-score years old; and 
ho had provided the king of suste¬ 
nance while he lay al Mahanaim ; for 
he was a very great man. 

33 And the king said unto Barzillai, 
Come thou over with me, and I will 
feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 

34 And Burzillai said unto tho king, 
How long have I to live that I should 
go up with the king unto Jerusalem ? 

35 I a in this day four-score years 
old : and can I discern between good 
and evil? can thy servant taste what 
I eat or what I drink ? can I hear 
any more tho voice of singing mon 
and singing womeu ; whereforo then 
should thy servant be yet a burdon 
uuto my lord tbe king? 

36 Thy servant will go a little way 
over Jordan with the king; and why 
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ihonld the king recompense it me 
with such a reward 7 

37 Let thy servant, I pray theo, 
torn back again, that I may die in 
mine own city, and be buried by the 
grave of my father and of my mo¬ 
ther. But behold thy servant Chim- 
ham ; let him go over with my lord 
the king; and do to him what shall 
teem good unto thee. 

38 And the king answered, Chirn- 
ham shall go over with me, and I 
will do to him that which shall seem 
good unto thee; and whatsoever 
thou Bhalt require of me, that will I 
do for thee. 

39 And all the people went over 
Jordan. And when the king was 
oome over, the king kissed Barzillai, 
and blessed him; and he returned 
nnto his own plaoe. 

40 Then the king went on to Gilgal, 
and Chimham went on with him; 
and all the people of Judah oon- 
duoted the king, and also half the 
peoplo of Israel. 

41 And, behold, all the men of Is¬ 
rael oame to the king, and said unto 
the king, Why have our brethren the 
men of Judah stolen thoe away, and 
have brought the king, and his house¬ 
hold, and all David's men with him, 
over Jordan ? 

42 And all the men of Judah an¬ 
swered the men of Israel, Because 
the king is near of kin to us ; where¬ 
fore then bo ye angry for this matter ? 
have we eaten at all of the kiDg’e 
cost ? or hath he given us any 
gift? 

43 And the men of Israel answered 
tbe men of Judah, and said, We have 
ten parts in the king, and we have 
also more right in David than yo; 
why then did ye despise us, that our 
advice should not bo first hud in 
bringing back our king? And the 
words of the inoD of Judah wore 
fleroor than the words of the men of 
Isruoi. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Sheba't sedition — Amasa slain—Joab pur¬ 
sue th SJitbu.—A wise woman sawtb the city. 
ND thcro happened to bo thoro 
a man of Belial, whoso nmuo 
was Sbcba, the sou of Uichri, a Ben- 
jamito ; and bo blow a trumpet, and 
said, We have no part in David, 
noither have we inheritance in the 


son of Jesse ; every man to his tents, 
0 Israel. 

2 So every man of Israel went np 
from after David, and followed Sheba 
the son of Bichri; but the men of 
Judah clave uDto their king, from 
Jordan even to Jerusalem. 

3 And David oame to his house at 
Jerusalem; and the king took the 
ten women his oonoubincs, whom he 
had left to keep the house, and put 
them in ward, and fed them, but went 
not in onto them. So they were shut 
up unto the day of their death, living 
in widowhood. 

4 Then said the king to Amasa, 
Assemble me the men of Judah within 
three days, and be thou hero present. 

5 So Amasa went to assemble the 
men of Judah; but he tarried longer 
than the set time whioh he had ap¬ 
pointed him. 

6 And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Biohri do os 
more harm than did Absalom; take 
thou thy lord's servants, and pursue 
alter him, lest he get him fenoed 
cities, and escape us. 

7 And thore went out after him 
Joab’s men, and the Cherethites, and 
the Pelethites, and all the mighty 
men ; and they went out of Jerusa¬ 
lem, to pursue after Sheba the son of 
Biohri. 

S When they were at the great 
alono which is in Giboon, Amasa 
went before them. And Joab's gar¬ 
ment that he bad put on was girded 
unto him, and upon it a girdle with 
a sword fastoned upon his loins in 
the sheath thereof; and as he went 
forth it fell out. 

9 Aud Joab said to Amasa, Art 
thou in beallh, my brothor? And 
Joab took Amasa by the beard with 
tbe right hand to kiss him. 

10 But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand; so 
ho srnoLo him therewith in the fifth 
rib, and shod out his bowels to the 
ground, and struck him not again; 
and ho died. 8o Joab and Abishai 
his brother pursued after Sheba the 
son of Bichri. 

11 And one of Joab's men stood 
by bim, and said, He that fnvouroth 
Joab, and he that is for David, lot 
him go after Joab. 

12 And Amasa wallowed in blood 
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in the midst of the highway. And I And Joab returned to Jenu&lem onto 


when the man saw that all the peo¬ 
ple stood still, he removed Amasa 
out of the highway into the field, and 
oast a doth upon him, when he saw 
that evory one that came by him 
stood still. 

13 When he was removed ont of 
the highway, all the people went on 
after Joab, to pursue after Sheba the 
son of Bichri. 

14 And he went through all the 
tribes of Israel nnto Abel, and to 
Beth-maachah, and all the Berites ; 
and they were gathered together, and 
went also after him. 

15 And they came and besieged 
him in Abel of Beth-maachah, and 
they cast np a bank against the city, 
and it stood in the trench; and all 
the people that were with Joab bat¬ 
tered the wall, to throw it down. 

16 Then cried a wise woman ont of 
the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray 
you, nnto Joab, Come near hither, 
that I may speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near 
onto her, the woman said, Art thou 
Joab ? And he answered, I am ho. 
Then she said unto him, Hear the 
words of thine hand-maid. And he 
answered, I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, They 
were wont to speak in old time, say¬ 
ing, They shall surely ask counsel at 
Abel; and so they ended the matter. 

10 I am ono of them that are peace¬ 
able and faithful in Israel; thou seek- 
est to destroy a oity and a mother in 
Israel; why wilt thou swallow up the 
inheritance of the Lord? 

20 And Joab answered and said, 
Far be it, far be it from mo, that I 
should swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so ; but a man 
of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bicliri by name, hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, even against 
David ; deliver him only, end I will 
depart from the oity. And the wo¬ 
man said unto Joab, Behold, his head 
shall he thrown to thee over the 
wall. 

22 Then the woman went unto all 
the people in her wisdom ; and they 
out off the head of Sheba the son of 
Biohri, and oast it out to Joab. And 
ho blew a trumpet, and they retired 
from the oity, every man to his tent. 


the king. 

23 Now Joab was over all the host 
of Israel; and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada was over the Cherethites 
and over the Pelethites; 

24 And Adoram was over the tri¬ 
bute; and Jehoshapbat the son of 
Ahilud was recorder; 

25 And Sheva was eoribe; and Za- 
dok and Abiathar were the priests ; 

26 And Ira also the Jairite wbb a 
chief ruler about David. 

CHAPTEK XXL 

Three yearf famine—David burieth the 
bona of Saul and Jonathan—fbv baULa 
against the PhiUstinu. 

HEN there was a famine in the 
days of David three years, year 
after year; and David inquired of 
the Lord. And the Lord answered, It 
is for Saul-, and for his bloody house, 
because he slew the Gibeouites. 

2 And the king called the Gibeon- 
ites, and said uuto them; (now the 
Gibeonites were not of the children 
of Israel, but of the remnant of the 
Amorites; and the children of Israel 
had sworn unto them; and Sanl 
sought to slay them in his zeal to the 
children of Israel and Judah ;) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the 
Gibeonites, What shall I do for you ? 
and wherewith shall I make the 
atonement, that ye may bless the in¬ 
heritance of the Lord? 

4 And the Gibeonites said unto 
him, We will have no silver nor gold 
of Saul, nor of his house ; neither 
for us shalt thou kill any man in 
Israel. And he said, What ye shall 
say, that will I do for you. 

5 And they answered the king, The 
mau that consumed ns, Rnd that de¬ 
vised against us that we should be 
destroyed from remaining in aDy of 
the coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his eons be de¬ 
livered unto us, and we will hang 
them up unto the Lord in Gibeah of 
Saul, whom the Lord did choose. 
And the king said, I will give them. 

7 But the king spared Mephiho- 
sheth, the son of Jonathan the eon 
of Saul, because of the Lord’s oath 
that was between them, botween 
David and Jonathan the son of 
Saul. 

8 But the king took the two sons of 
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Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she bare unto Saul, Armoni and Mo- 
phiboeheth; and the five sons of 
Miohal the daughter of Saul, whom 
she brought up for Adriel the eon of 
Barzillai the Meholathite; 

9 And he delivered them into the 
hands of the Qibeonites, and they 
hanged them in the hill before the 
Lord; and they fell all seven together, 
and were put to death in the days of 
harvest, in the first days, in the be¬ 
ginning of barley harvest. 

10 ADd Rizpah the daughter of 
Aish took Backcloth, and spread it 
for hor upon the rook, from the be¬ 
ginning of harvest until water drop¬ 
ped upon them out of heaven, and 
suffered neither the birds of the air 
to rest on them by day, npr the beasts 
of the field by night. 

11 And it was told David what Riz¬ 
pah the daughter of Aiah, the oon- 
oubine of Saul, had done. 

12 And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jona¬ 
than his son from the men of Ja- 
beeh-gilcad, which had Btolen them 
from tbe street of Beth-shan, whore 
the Philistines had hanged them, 
when the Philistinos had slain Saul 
in Gilboa; 

13 And he brought up from thonoe 
the bones of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son; and they gathered 
the hones of them that wore hanged. 

14 And the bones of Saul and Jona¬ 
than bis Bon buried they in the coun¬ 
try of Benjamin in Zelah, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his father; and 
they performed all that the king com¬ 
manded. And after that God was 
entreated for the land. 

15 Moreover tho Philistines had yet 
war again with Israel; and David 
went down, and his servants with 
him, and fought against the Philis¬ 
tines ; and David waxed faint. 

10 And Ishbi-benob, which was of 
tho Bons of the giant, tho weight of 
whose spear weighed three hundrod 
shekels of brass in weight, he being 
girded with a new sword, thought to 
have slain David. 

17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
succoured him, and smote the Philis¬ 
tine, and killed him. Then the mon 
of David swaro unto him, saying, 
Thou Bhalt go no more out with us 


to battle, that thou quench not the 
light of Israel. 

18 And it came to pass after this, 
that there was again a battle with the 
Philistines at Gob; then Bibbeohai 
the Hushathite slew Saph, whioh was 
of the bobs of the giant. 

19 And there was again a battle 
in Gob with the Philistines, whore 
Elhanao the eon of Jaare-oregim, 
a Beth-lehomite, slew the brother of 
Goliath the Gittite, the staff of whose 
spear was like a weaver's beam. 

20 And there was yet a battle in 
Gath, where was a man of great sta¬ 
ture, that had on every hand six 
fingers, and on every foot six toes, 
four and twenty in number; and he 
also was born to the giant. 

21 And when he defied Israel, Jona¬ 
than the eon of Shimeah the brother 
of David slew him. 

22 These four were horn to the 
giant in Gath, and fell by the hand 
of David, and by the hand of his 
servants. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

A pnalrn cf thanksgiving. 

ND David spake unto the Lord 
the words of this song, in the 
day that the Lord had delivered him 
out of the hand of all his enemies, 
and ouv ‘‘f the hand of Saul; 

2 And . “ said, The Lord is my rock, 
and my fortress, and my deliverer; 

3 The God of my rook; in him will 
I trust; he is my shield, and the horn 
of my salvation, my high tower, and 
my refuge, my saviour; thou eavest 
me from violence. 

4 I will call on the Lord, who is 
worthy to bo praised; so shall I be 
saved from mine enemies. 

5 When the waves of death com¬ 
passed mo, the floods of ungodly men 
made mo afraid; 

0 Tho sorrows of hell compassed 
me about; the snare9 of death pre¬ 
vented me. 

7 In my distress I called upon the 
Lord, and cried to my God; and he 
did hear my voioe out of his temple, 
and my cry did enter into his enrs. 

8 Thon tho earth shook and trem¬ 
bled ; tho foundations of heaven 
moved and Bhook, because he was 
wroth. 

9 There went up a smoko out of 
his nostrils, and fire out of his mouth 
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devoured ; c.i>al8 were kindled by it. 

10 He bowed the heavens also, and 
came down ; and darknesB was under 
his feet. 

11 And he rode upon a cherub, and 
did fly; and he was seen upon the 
wings of the wind 

12 And he made darkness pavilions 
round about him, dark waters, and 
thiok olouda of the skies. 

13 Through the brightness before 
him were coats of fire kindlod. 

14 The Lord thundered from hea¬ 
ven, and the Most High uttered his 
voice. 

15 And he sent out arrows, and 
scattered them; lightning, and dis¬ 
comfited thorn. 

16 And the ohannels of the sea ap¬ 
peared, the foundations of tho world 
were discovered, at the rebuking of 
the Lord, at the blast of the breath 
of his nostrils. 

17 He sent from above, he took me; 
he drew me out of many waters ; 

18 He deliverod me from my strong 
enemy, and from them that hated 
me ; for they wore too strong for me. 

19 They prevented me in the day 
of my calamity ; but the Lord was 
my stay. 

20 He brought me forth also into 
a large place; he dolive’ d me, be¬ 
cause he delighted in m' 

21 The Lord rewarded mo accord¬ 
ing to my righleouBness; according 
to the cleanness of my hands hath he 
recompensed me. 

22 For I have kopt the ways of the 
Lord, and have not wickedly depart¬ 
ed from my God. 

23 For all his judgments were be¬ 
fore me ; and as for his statutes, I did 
not depart from them. 

24 I was also upright heforo him, 
and have kept myself from mine ini¬ 
quity. 

25 Thorcfore the Lord hath recom¬ 
pensed uio according to my right¬ 
eousness; according to my cleanness 
in his eyesight. 

26 With the meroiful thou wilt 
show thyself merciful, and with the 
upright man thou wilt show thysolf 
upright. 

27 With the pure thou wilt show 
thyself pure; and with the froward 
thou wilt show thyself unsavoury. 

26 And the afflicted pooplo thou 


wilt save; but thine eyes are upon 
the haughty, that thou mayest bring 
them down. 

29 For thou art my lamp, 0 Lord; 
and the Lord will lighten my dark¬ 
ness. 

30 For by thee I have run through 
a troop; by my God have I leaped 
over a wall. 

31 As for God, his way is perfeot; 
tho word of the Lord is tried; he is 
a buckler to all them that trust in 
him. 

32 For who is God, save the Lord ? 
and who is a rock, save our God? 

33 God is my strength and power; 
and he maketb my way perfect. 

34 He rnaketh my feet like hinds' 
feet; and settetb me upon my high 
piaoes. 

35 He tcachelh my hands to war; 
so that a bow of steel is broken by 
mine arms. 

36 Thou hast also given me the 
shield of thy salvation ; and thy gen¬ 
tleness hath made me great. 

37 Thou hast enlarged my steps un¬ 
der me; so that my feet did not 
slip. 

38 1 have pursued mine enemies, 
and destroyed them ; and turned not 
again until I had cousumcd them. 

39 And I have consumed them, 
and wounded them, that they could 
not arise; yea, they are fallen under 
my feet. 

40 For thou hast girded mo with 
strength to battle; them that rose up 
against me hast thou subdued under 
me. 

41 Thou hast also given me the 
necks of mine enemies, that I might 
dostroy them that hate iuc. 

42 They looked, but there was none 
to save ; even unto the Lord, but ho 
answered Ihem not, 

43 Then did 1 beal them as small 
us the dust of tho earth ; I did stamp 
them a9 the mire of the street, end 
did sproad them abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me 
from the strivings of my people, thou 
hast kept me to be head of tho hea¬ 
then ; a people which 1 knew not 
shall serve me. 

45 Strangers shall submit thom- 
selvcs unto me; as soon as they 
bear, tboy shall be obedient unit 
me. 
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40 Strangers shall fade away, and 
they shall be afraid oat of their oIobo 
places. 

47 The Lord liveth; and blessed be 
my rook; and exalted be the God of 
the rook of my Balvation. 

48 It is Qod that avengeth me, 
and that bringeth down the people 
unto me, 

40 And that bringeth me forth from 
mine enemies; thou also hast lifted 
me ap on high above them that rose 
np against me; thou haBt delivered 
me from the violent man. 

50 Therefore I will give thanks unto 
thee, 0 Lord, among the heathen, 
and I will sing praises unto thy 
name. 

51 He is the tower of salvation for 
his king; and showeth mercy to his 
anointed, unto David, and to his seed 
for evermore. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

David't faiih in Qod* promue* — David* 
mighty men. 

OW these bo the last words of 
David. David the son of Josse 
said, and the man who was raised 
up on high, the anointed of the God 
of Jacob, and the Bweet psalmist of 
Israel, said, 

2 The Spirit of the Lord spake by 
me, and his word was in my tonguo. 

3 The God of Israel said, the Rock 
of Israel spake to me, lie that ruleth 
over men must bo just, ruling in the 
fear of Qod. 

4 And he shall be as the light of 
the morning, when the sun riseth, 
even a morning without clouds; as 
the tender grass springing out of the 
earth by clear shining aftor rain. 

5 Although my house be not so with 
God; yet he hath made with me an 
everlasting covenant, ordered in all 
things, and sure; lor this is all my 
salvation, and all my desire, although 
be make it not to grow. 

6 Hut the sons of Belial shall be all 
ol them as thorns thrust away, be¬ 
cause they cannot be taken with 
hands; 

7 But the man that shall touch 
them must bo fenced with iron and 
the stall of a spear; and thoy shall 
be utterly burned with Ore in the 
same plaoo. 

8 Tliesc be the names of the mighty 
men whom David had; ThoTachmon- 


ite that sat in the seat, ohief among 
the captains; the same was Adino the 
Eznite; he lifted up his spear against 
eight hundred, whom he slew at one 
time. 

0 And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo the Ahohite, one of the 
three mighty men with David, when 
they defied the Philistines that were 
there gathered together to battle, and 
the men of Israel were gone away. 

10 He arose, and smote the Philis¬ 
tines until his hand was weary, and 
his hand clave unto the sword; and 
the Lord wrought a great victory 
that day ; and the people returned 
after him only to spoil. 

11 And after him wae Shammah the 
son of Agee the Hararite. And the 
Philistines were gathered together 
into a troop, where was a piece of 
ground full of lcntiles; and the people 
fled from the Philistines. 

12 But ho stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slow 
the Philistines ; and the Lord wrought 
a groat victory. 

13 And three of the thirty chief 
went down, and came to David in the 
hurvest-time unto the oave of Adul- 
lam ; and tho troop of the Philistines 
pitched in the valley of Rephaim, 

14 And David was then in a hold, 
and the garrison of the Philistines 
was then in Beth-lchcm. 

15 And David longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Bcth-Iehem, which 
is by the gate ! 

1C And the three mighty men brake 
through the host of the Philistines, 
and drew water out of the well of 
Both-lchein, that was by the gate, 
and look it, and brought it to David; 
nevertheless he would not drink 
therof, but poured it out unto the 
Lord, 

17 And he said, Be it far from me, 
0 Lord, that 1 should do this; is not 
this the blood of the men that went 
in jeopardy of their lives? therefore 
he would not drink it. Thcso things 
did these three mighty men. 

18 And Abishai, the brother of 
Jouh, the son of Zoruiah, was chief 
among three. And ho lifted up his 
spear against three hundred, and 
Blow them, and had the name among 
three 
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19 Was he not moat honourable of 
three? therefore he was their cap¬ 
tain ; howbeit he attained not nnto 
the first three. 

20 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man, of Kabzeel, 
who had done many acts, he slew two 
lion-like men of Moab; he went down 
also and slew a lion in the midst of a 
pit in time of snow. 

21 And he slew an Egyptian, a 
goodly man; and the Egyptian had 
a spear in his hand; but he went 
down to him with a staff, and plucked 
the spear out of the Egyptian's hand, 
and slew him with his own spear. 

22 These things did Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, and had the name 
among threo mighty men. 

23 He was more honourable than 
the thirty, but he attained not to the 
first three. And David set him over 
his guard. 

24 Asahel the brother of Joab was 
one of the thirty; Elhanan the son of 
Dodo of Beth-lehem, 

25 Shammah the Harodite, Elika 
the Harodite, 

26 Helez the Paltite, Ira the son of 
Ikkesh the Tekoite, 

27 Abiezcr the Anethothite, Mebnn- 
nai the Hushathite, 

28 Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai the 
Netophathite, 

29 Heleb the son of Baanah, a Ne¬ 
tophathite, Ittai the son of Ribai out 
of Qibeah of the children of Benja¬ 
min, 

30 Benaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai 
of the brooks of Gaash, 

31 Abi-albon the Arbathite, Azma- 
veth the Barhumite, 

32 Eliahba the Shaalbonite, of the 
sons of Jashen, Jonathan, 

33 Shammah the Hararite, Ahiam 
the son of Sharar the Hararite, 

34 Elipbelet the son of Ahasbai, the 
son of the Maachathite, Eliam the 
son of Ahithophcl the Qilonite, 

35 Hczrai the Carmelite, Paarai the 
Arbite, 

30 Igal the son of Nathan of Zobah, 
Bani the Gadite, 

37 Zelek the Ammonite, Nahari the 
Bcerothite, armour-bearer to Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, 

38 Ira an Ithrite, Gareb an Ithrite, 

39 Uriah the Hittite; thirty and 
•even in all. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

David, tempted by Satan, numbereth the peo¬ 
ple—David chooseth the three day? pesti¬ 
lence—David by repentance preventdh. th• 

destruction of Jerusalem. 

ND again the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel, and 
he moved David against them to say, 
Go, number Israel and Judah. 

2 For the king said to Joab th» 
captain of the host, which was with 
bim, Go now through all the tribes 
of Israel, from Dan even to Beer- 
sheba, and number ye the people, 
that I may know the number of the 
people. 

3 And Joab said unto the king, 
Now the Lord thy God add unto 
the people, how many soever they 
be, a hundred-fold, and that the eyes 
of my lord the king may see it; but 
why doth my lord the king delight in 
this thing ? 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word 
prevailed against Joab, and against 
the captains of the host. And Joab 
and the captains of the host went oat 
from the presence of the king, to num¬ 
ber the people of Israel. 

5 And they passed over Jordan, and 
pitched in Aroer, on the right side of 
the city that lieth in the midst of the 
river of Gad, and toward Jazer; 

6 Then they came to Gilead, and 
to the land of Tahtim-hodshi; and 
they came to Dan-jnan, and about to 
Zidon, 

7 And came to the strong hold of 
Tyre, and to all the cities of the Hiv- 
ites, and of the Canaanites; and they 
went out to the south of Judah, even 
to Bcer-sheba. 

8 So when they had gone through 
all the land, they came to Jerusalem 
at the end of nine months and twenty 
days. 

9 And Joab gave up the sum of the 
number of the people unto the king; 
and there were in Israel eight hun¬ 
dred thousand valiant men that drew 
the sword ; and the men of Judah 
were five hundred thousand men. 

10 And David’s heart smote him 
oftcr that be bad numbered the peo- 

le. And David said unto the Lord, 
have sinned greatly in that I have 
done; and now, I beseech thee, 0 
Lord, take away the iniquity of thy 
servant; for I have done very fool¬ 
ishly. 
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11 For when David was up in the 
morning, the word of the Lord came 
onto the prophet Gad, David’s soor, 
saying, 

12 Go and say unto David, Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things; choose thee one of thorn, that 
I may do it onto thee. 

13 So Gad eame to David, and told 
iiirn, and said unto him, Shall seven 
years of famine oome onto thee in 
thy land? or wilt thou flee three 
months hefore thine enemies, while 
they pursue thee? or that there be 
threo days’ pestilenoo in thy land? 
now advise, and see what answer I 
shall return to him that sent me. 

14 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait; lot us fall now into 
the hand of the Lord; for his mercies 
are groat; and let me not fall into 
the hand of mac. 

15 So tho Lord sent a pestilenoo 
upon Israel from tho morning even 
to the time appointed; and there 
died of the people from Dan even to 
Deer-sheba seventy thousand men. 

10 And when the angel stretched 
out his hand upon Jerusalem to de¬ 
stroy it, tho Lord said unto him. Stay 
now thino hand, it is enough ; for the 
poople repented, and the Lord Btayed 
tho hand of tho angel, that he de¬ 
stroyed not the people. And the 
angel of tho Lord was by the thresh¬ 
ing-floor of Araunah, the JebuBite. 

17 And David spake unto the Lord 
when he saw the angel that smoto 
tho people, and said, Lo, I have 
sinned, for I have done wickedly; 
but these sheep, what bave they 
dono ? let thine hand, I pray thoe, be 
against mo, and against my father’s 
house. 


18 And Gad*oame that day to Da¬ 
vid, and said unto him, Go up, rear 
an altar unto the Lord in the thresh¬ 
ing-floor of Araunah the Jebnsite. 

19 And David, according to the 
saying of Gad, wont up as the Lord 
commanded. 

20 And Araunah looked, and saw 
the king and his servants ooming on 
toward him ; and Araunah went out, 
and bowed himself before the king 
on hie face upon the ground. 

21 And Araunah said, Wherefore 
is my Lord the king come to his 
servant? And David said, To buy 
tho threshing-floor of thee, to build 
an altar unto the Lord, that the 
plague may be stayed from tho peo¬ 
ple. 

22 And Araunah said unto David, 
Lot my lord the king take and offer 
up what eeemoth good nnto him; 
bohold, here be oxen for burnt sac¬ 
rifice, and threshing instruments and 
other instruments of the oxen for 
wood. 

23 All these things did Araunah, 
as a king, give nnto the king. And 
Arannah said unto the king, The 
Lord thy God acoept thee. 

24 And the king said unto Araunah, 
Nay; but I will surely buy it of thee 
at a price ; neither will I offer bnrnt 
offerings unto the Lord my God of 
that whioh doth cost me nothing. 
So David bought tho threshing-floor 
and the oxen for fifty shekels of 
silver, 

26 And David built there an altar 
unto tbo Lord, and offered burnt 
offerings and peaco offerings. So 
the Lord was entreated for the land, 
and the plague was stayed from Is¬ 
rael. 


THE FIRST BOOK OF THE KINGS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Adonyah usurpeth the kingdom—The coun¬ 
ted of NaVtan—Solomon anointed king — 
A donyah, fiying to the horns of the altar, 
it dismissed by Solomon. 

OW king David was old and 
stricken in years; and they 
covorcd him with olothes, but he gat 
no heat. 

2 Wherefore his servants said unto 
him, Let there be Bought for my lord 


the king a young virgin ; and let her 
stand before the king, and let her 
cherish him, and lot her lie in thy 
bosom, that my lord the king may 
got heat. 

3 Bo they sought for a fair damsel 
throughout all the ooasts of Israel, 
and found Abishag a Shun am mite, 
and brought her to the king. 

4 And the damBel was very fair, 
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and cherished the king,.and minister¬ 
ed to him ; hut the king knew her not. 

6 Then Adonijah the son of Haggith 
exalted himself, saying, I will be 
king ; and he prepared him chariots 
and horBemen, and fifty men to ran 
before him. 

0 And his father had not displeased 
him at any time in saying, Why hast 
thou done bo ? and he also was a very 
goodly man; and his mother bare him 
after Absalom. 

7 And he conferred with Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, and with Ahiathar 
the priest; and they following Ado- 
nijan helped him. 

8 Bnt Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiaaa, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and 
the mighty men which belonged to 
David, were not with Adonijah. 

9 And Adonijah slew sheep and 
oxen and fat oattle by the Btone of 
Zoheloth, whioh is by En-rogel, and 
called all hiB brethren the king's 
sonB, and all the men of Judah the 
king's servants; 

10 But Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah, and the mighty men, and 
Solomon his hrother, he called not. 

11 Wherefore Nathan spake unto 
Bath-sheba the mother of Solomon, 
saying, Hast thou not heard that 
Adonijah the son of Haggith doth 
reign, and David our lord knoweth 
it not ? 

12 Now therefore oome, let me, I 
pray thee, give theo counsel, that 
thou mayest save thine own life, and 
the life of thy son Solomon. 

13 Go and get thee in unto king 
David, and say unto him, Didst not 
thou, my lord, 0 king, swear unto 
thine hand maid, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after 
me, and he shall sit upon my throne? 
why then doth Adonijah reign? 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest 
there with the king, I also will oomo 
in after thee, and oonfirm thy words. 

15 And Bath-sheba went in onto 
the king into the ohamber; and the 
king was very old; and Abishag 
the Shunammite ministered unto the 
king. 

16 And Bath-sheba bowed, and did 
obeisance unto the king. And the 
king said, What wouldost thou? 

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 


thou swaresl by the Lord thy God 
unto thine hand-maid, saying, As¬ 
suredly Solomon thy son shall reign 
after me, and he shall sit upon my 
throne. 

18 And now, behold, Adonijah 
reigneth ; and now, my lord the king, 
thou knowest it not; 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat 
cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the sons of the king, 
and Ahiathar the priest, and Joab 
the captain of the host; but Solomon 
thy servant hath he not called. 

20 And thou, my lord, 0 king, the 
eyes of all Israel are upon thee, that 
thou shouldest tell them who shall sit 
on the throne of my lord the king 
after him. 

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep 
with his fathers, that I and my son 
Solomon shall be counted offenders. 

22 And, lo, while she yet talked with 
the king, Nathan the prophet also 
came in. 

23 And they told the king, saying, 
Behold Nathan the prophet. And 
when he was come in before the king, 
he bowed himself before the king 
with his face to the ground. 

24 And Nathan said, Sly lord, 0 
king, hast thou said, Adonijah shall 
reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne ? 

25 For he is gone down this day, 
and hath slain oxen and fat cattle 
and sheep in abundance, and bath 
called all the kiug’a sons, and the 
captains of the host, and Abiathar 
tho priest; and, behold, they eat and 
drink before him, and say, God save 
king Adonijah. 

2G But me, even me thy servant, 
and Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and thy servant 
Solomon, hath he not called. 

27 Is this thing done by my lord 
the king, and thou hast not showed 
it unto thy servant, who should Bit 
on the throne of my lord tho king 
after him ? 

28 Then king David nnswered and 
said, Cull me Bath-sheba. Aud she 
came into the king's presence, and 
stood before tho king. 

29 And the king sware, and said, 
As tho Lord livetb, that hath redeemod 
my soul out of all distress, 
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JO Even as I sware unto thee by 
the Lord God of Israel, saying, 
Assuredly Solomon Lhy son shall 
reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne in my stead; even so will 
I certainly do this day. 

31 Then Bath-sheba bowed with 
her faoe to the earth, and did reve¬ 
rence to the king, and said, Let my 
lord king David live for ever. 

32 And king David said. Call me 
Zadok the prieBt, and Nathan the 

rophet, and Benaiah the son of 

ehoiada. And they came before the 
king. 

33 The king also said unto them, 
Take with you the servants of your 
lord, and oauso Solomon my son to 
ride upon mine own mule, and bring 
him down to Gihon ; 

34 And let Zadok the priest and 
Nathan the prophet anoint him there 
king over Israel; and hlow ye with 
the trumpet, and say, God save king 
Solomon. 

35 Then ye shall oome up after him, 
that he may oome and Bit upon my 
throne; for he shall be king in my 
stead; and I have appointed him to 
be ruler over Israel and over Judah. 

36 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
answered the king, and said, Amen; 
the Lord God of my lord the king say 
so too. 

37 As the Lord hath been with my 
lord the king, even so be he with 
Solomon, and make his throne greater 
than the throne of my lord king 
David. 

38 So Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, and the Cherethites, and 
the Pelethites, wont down, and caused 
Solomon to rido upon king David's 
mule, and brought Dim to Gihon. 

39 And Zadok the priest took a 
horn of oil out of the t&bernaole, and 
anointod Solomon. And they blew 
tho trumpet; and all the people said, 
God savo king Solomon. 

40 And all tho people oame up after 
him, and the peoplo piped with pipes, 
and rojoioed with groat joy, bo that 
the oarth rent with the sound of 
them. 

41 And Adonijah and all the guests 
that woro with him heurd it as they 
had made an end of eating. And 
when Joab heard the sound of the 


trumpet, he said, Wherefore is this 
noise of tho city being in an uproar? 

42 And while he yet spake, heboid, 
Jonathan the son of Abialhar the 

nest came; and Adonijah said unto 

im, Come in ; for thou art a valiant 
man, and hringest good tidings. 

43 And Jonathan answored and said 
to Adonijah, Verily our lord king 
David hath made Solomon king. 

44 And tho king hath sent with 
him Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Johoiada, and the Cherethites, and 
the Pelethites, and they have caused 
him to ride upon the king’s mule; 

45 And Zadok the priest and Nathan 
the prophet have anointed him king 
in Gihon; and they are come up 
from thence rejoicing, so that the 
oity rang again. This is the noise 
that ye have heard. 

46 And also Solomon sitteth on the 
throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king’s servants 
came to bless our lord king David, 
saying, God make the namo of 
Solomon better than thy name, and 
make his tbrone greater than thy 
throne. And the king bowed him¬ 
self upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the king, 
Blessed bo tbo Lord God of Israel, 
which hath given one to sit on my 
throne this day, mine eyes even see¬ 
ing it. 

49 And all the guests that were 
with Adonijah were afraid, and rose 
up, and went evory man his way. 

50 And Adonijah feared hecause of 
Solomon, and arose, and went, and 
oaughlhold on the horns of the altar. 

51 And it was laid Solomon, Baying, 
Behold, Adonijah feurelh king Solo¬ 
mon ; for, lo, he hath caught hold on 
the horns of tho altar, saying, Let 
king Solomon swear unto mo to-day 
that ho will not slay his servant with 
the sword. 

52 And Solomon said, If he will 
Bhow himself a worthy man, there 
shall not a hair of him fall to the 
earth; but if wickedness Bhall be 
found in him, be shall die. 

53 So king Solomon sont, and they 
brought him down from tho altar. 
And he came And bowed himself to 
king Solomon; and Solomon said 
unto him, Go to thine house. 
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CHAPTER II. 


DaruTt charge to Solomon—David dieth — 
Solomon suaxedeth—Abiathar deprived of 
the priesthood—Joab a Iain — Sumo put to 
death. 

OW the days of David drew 
nigh that he should die; and he 
charged Solomon his Bon, saying, 

2 I go the way of all the earth; he 
thou strong therefore, and-show thy¬ 
self a man ; 

3 And keep the charge of the Lord 
thy God, to walk in his ways, to keep 
his statutes, and his commandments, 
and hiB judgments, and his testimo¬ 
nies, as it is written in the law of 
Moses, that thon mayest prosper in 
all that thou doest, and whitherso¬ 
ever thou turnest thyself; 

4 That the Lord may continne his 
word which he spake concerning me, 
saying, If thy onildren take heed to 
their way, to walk before mo in truth 
with all their heart and with all their 
soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) 
a man on the throne of Israel. 

5 Moreover thou knowest also what 
Joab the son of Zeruiah did to me, 
and what he did to the two captains 
of the hosts of Israel, unto Abner the 
son of Ner, and unto Amasa the son 
of Jether, whom he slew, and shed 
the blood of war in peace, and put 
the blood of war npon his girdle that 
waB abont his loins, and in his shoes 
that were on hie feet. 

6 Do therefore according to thy 
wisdom, and let not his hoar head go 
down to the grave in peace. 

7 But show kindness unto the sons 
of Barzillai the Gileadite, and let 
them be of thoso that eat at thy table; 
for so they oame to me when I fled 
because of Absalom thy brother. 

8 And, behold, thou hast with thee 
Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamite 
of Baharim, which cursed me with 
a grievons curse in the day when I 
went to Mahanaim; hut he camo 
down to meet me at Jordan, and I 
sware to him by the Lord, saying, I will 
not put thee to death with the sword. 

9 Now therefore hold him not guilt¬ 
less ; for thou art a wise man, and 
knowest what thou oughtest to do 
unto him; but his hoar head bring 
thou down to tho grave with blood. 

10 So David slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David. 


LI And the days that David reign¬ 
ed over Israol were forty years; seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. 

12 Then sat Solomon upon tho throne 
of David his father; and his kingdom 
was established greatly. 

13 And Adonijah the eon of Hag- 
gith came to Bath-sheba the mother 
of Solomon. And she said, Comest 
thou peaceably ? And he said, Peace¬ 
ably. 

14 He said moreover, I have Borne* 
what to say unto thee. And she said, 
Say on. 

15 And he said, Thou knowest that 
the kingdom was mine, and that all 
Israel set their faces on me, that I 
should reign; howbeit the kingdom 
is turned abont, and is become my 
brother’s; for it was his from the 
Lord. 

16 And now I ask one petition of 
thee, deny me not. And she said 
unto him, Say on. 

17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, 
unto Solomon the king, (for he will 
not say thee nay,) that he give me 
Abishag the Shnnammite to wife. 

18 And Bath-shcba said, Well; I 
will speak for thee unto the king. 

19 Bath-sheba therefore wont unto 
king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
Adonijah. And the king rose up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto 
her, and sat down on his throne, and 
caused a seat to bo set for the king’s 
mother; and she sat on his right 
hand. 

20 Then she said, I desire one small 
petition of thee ; I pray thee, say me 
notnay. And the king said unto 
her, Ask on, my mother; for I will 
not say thee nay. 

21 And she said, Lot Abishag the 
Shunammite be given to Adonijah 
thy brother to wife. 

22 And king Solomon answered and 
6aid unto his mother, And why dost 
thou ask Abishag the Shunammite 
for Adonijah ? ask for him tho king¬ 
dom also; for he is mino elder bro¬ 
ther; evon for him, and for Abiathar 
the priest, and for Joab the son of 
Zeruinh. 

23 Then king Solomon sware by the 
Lord, saying, God do so to me, and 
more also, if Adonijah have noi 
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fpoken this word against his own 
life. 

24 Now therefore, as the Lord liv- 
eth, which hath establiBhod me, and 
■et me on the throne of David my 
father, and who hath made me a 
honae, ae he promiaed, Adonijah ahall 
be put to death this day. 

26 And king Solomon Bent by the 
hand of Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; 
and he fell upon him that he died. 

26 And unto Abinthar the priest 
■aid the king, Got thee to Anathoth, 
onto thine own Adda; for thou art 
worthy of death ; but I will not at 
this time put thee to death, because 
thou bareBt the ark of the Lord God 
before David my father, and because 
thou hast been afflictod in all where- 
in my father was afflicted. 

27 So Solomon thrust out Abiathar 
from being priest uuto tbc Lord ; that 
he might fulfil the word of the Lord, 
whioh he Bpake concerning the house 
of Eli in Sniloh. 

28 Then tidings came to Joab; for 
Joab had turned after Adonijah, 
though he turned not after Absalom. 
And Joab fled unto the tabernacle of 
the Lord, and caught hold on the 
home of the altar. 

29 And it was told king Solomon 
that Joab was fled unto the taberna¬ 
cle of the Lord ; and, behold, he is 
by the altar. Thon Solomon sent 
Benaiah tho son of Jehoiada, saying, 
Go, fall upon him. 

30 And Benaiah name to the taber¬ 
nacle of the Lord, and said unto him, 
Thus Baith the king, Como forth. 
And be said, Nay; but I will dio 
here. And Benaiah brought the king 
word again, saying, Thus said Joab, 
and thus ho answered mo. 

31 And the king said unto him, Do 
as be hath said, and fall upon him, 
and bury him ; that thou umyesttakc 
away the innocent blood, whioh Joab 
shed, from mo, and from tho house 
of my father. 

32 And tho Lord shall return his 
blood upon his own head, who fell 
upon two men more righteous and 
better than he, and slew them with 
the aword, my father David not 
knowing thereof, to wit, Abner the 
eon of Ner, captain of the hoBt of 
[arnel, and Amasathe son of Jether, 
erptain of the host of Judah. 


33 Their blood shall therefore re 
turn upon the head of Joab, and up 
on the head of hia seed for ever; but 
upon David, and upon hia seed, and 
upon hia house, and upon his throne, 
ahall there be peace for ever from the 
Lord. 

34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
went up, and fell upon him, and slew 
him; and he was buried in hia own 
house in the wilderness. 

36 And the king put Beuaiah the 
son of Jehoiada in his room over the 
host; and Zadok tho prie6t did the 
king put in tho room of Abiathar. 

36 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Build 
thee a house in Jerusalem, and dwell 
there, and go not forth thenoe any 
whithor. 

37 For it shall be, that on the day 
thou goest out, and passest over the 
brook Kidron, thou shalt know for 
certain that thou shall surely die; 
thy blood shall be upon thine own 
head. 

38 And Shimei said unto the king, 
The saying is good; as my lord the 
king hath said, so will thy servant 
do. And Shimei dwelt in Jerusalem 
many days. 

39 And it came to pass at the end 
of three years, that two of tho servants 
of Shimei ran away unto Achish son 
of Maachah king of Gath. And 
they told Shimei, saying, Behold, thy 
servants bo in Gath. 

40 And Shimei arose, and saddled 
his ass, and went to Gath to Aohish 
to Beck his servants; and Shimei 
went, and brought hiB servants from 
Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that 
Shimei had gone from Jerusalem to 
Gath, and was come again. 

42 And tbe king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Did I 
not make thee to swear by the Lord, 
and protested unto thee, saying, 
Know for a certain, on the day thou 
goest out, and walkest abroad any 
whither, that tbou sholt suroly die? 
and tbou saidst unto me, Tho word 
that I have heard is good. 

43 Why then bast thou not kept 
tho oath of tho Lord, and the com¬ 
mandment that I have charged thee 
with ? 

44 The king sa ; d moreover to ShL 
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mei, Thoa knoweat all the wickedness 
whioh thine heart is privy to, that 
thou didst to David my father; there¬ 
fore the Lord shall return thy wick¬ 
edness upon thine own head ; 

46 And king Solomon shall he 
Messed, and the throne of David shall 
he established before the Lord for 
ever. 

40 So the king oommandod Benai- 
ah the Bon of Jehoiada; whioh went 
out, and fell upon him, that he died. 
And the kingdom was established in 
the hand of Solomon. 

CHAPTER m. 

Salomon marrteth Pharaoh's daughter — The, 
Lord appeared to Solomon at Gibeon — 
Solomon obtaineth wisdom, riches, and 
honour — Solomon's judgment between the 
two harloti. 

ND the Lord was not pleased 
with Solomon, for he made 
affinity with Pharaoh, king of Egypt, 
and took Pharaoh’s daughter to wife, 
and brought her into the house of 
David until he had made an end of 
huilding his own house, and the house 
of the Lord, and the wall of Jerusa¬ 
lem round about. And the Lord 
blessed Solomon for the people's sake 
only. 

2 And the people sacrificed in high 
laces, because there was no house 
uilt unto the name of the Lord, 

antil those days. 

3 And becaase the Lord blessed 
Solomon as he was walking in tbc 
statutes of David, his father, he began 
to love the Lord, and he sacrificed 
and burnt incense in high places, and 
he called on the name of the Lord. 

4 And tho king went to Gibeon to 
sacrifice thoro, for Gibeon was in a 
great high place; and Solomon offered 
upon that altar, in Gibeon, a thousand 
hurnt offerings. 

5 And the Lord God hearkened onto 
Solomon, and appeared unto him in 
a dream by night, and said, Ask 
what I shall give thee. 

6 And Solomon said, Thou hast 
showed unto thy servant David, ray 
father, great things according to thy 
mercy, when he walked before thee 
in truth, and in righteousness, and in 
uprightness of heart with thee; and 
thou hast kept for him this great 
kindness, that thou hast given him a 
son to sit on his throne this day. 


7 And now, 0 Lord my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king, instead 
of David, my father, over thy people 

8 And I know not how to lead 
them, to go out, or come in before 
them, and thy servant am as a little 
child, in the midst of thy poople 
whom thou bast chosen, a great peo¬ 
ple that cannot be numbered, nor 
oounted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an un¬ 
derstanding heart to judge thy peo¬ 
ple, that I may discern between good 
people and bad; for who is able to 
judge this thy so great a people ? 

10 And the speech pleased the 
Lord, that Solomon had asked this 
thing. 

11 And God said unto him, Because 
thou hast asked this thing, and hast 
not asked for thyself longlife; nei¬ 
ther hast asked riches for thyself, 
nor hast asked the life of thine ene¬ 
mies; but hast asked for thyself un¬ 
derstanding to discern judgment; 

12 Behold, I have done according 
to thy word; lo, I have given thee 
a wise and an understanding heart; 
so that there was none made king 
over Israel like unto theo before thee, 
neither after thee shall any arise liko 
unto thee. 

13 And I have also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both 
riches, aud honour; so that there 
shall not be any among the kings 
like unto thee all thy days. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my 
ways to keep my statutes, and my 
commandments, then T will lengthen 
thy days, and thou shalt not walk in 
unrighteousness, as did thy father 
David. 

15 And Solomon awoke; and, be¬ 
hold, it was a dream. And he camo 
to Jerusalem, and stood before the 
ark of tho covenant of the Lord, and 
offered up burnt offerings, and of¬ 
fered peaco offerings, and mado a 
feast to all his servants. 

16 Then came there two women, 
that were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. 

17 And the one woman said, 0 my 
lord, I and this woman dwell in one 
house; and I was delivered of a 
child with her in the house. 

18 And it came to pass the third 
day after that I was delivered, that

thin woman was delivered aUo; and 
we were together; there wftB do 
• tranger with us in the houBe, save 
we two in the house. 

IB And this woman’s ohild died ia 
the night; because she overlaid |t. 

20 And she aroBe at midnight, and 
took my bod from beside me, while 
thine hand-maid slept, and laid it ia 
ner bosom, and laid nor dead ohild in 
my bosom. 

21 And when I rose in the morning 
to give my ohild suck, hehold, it was 
dead ; but when I had considered it 
in the morning, behold, it was not 
my son, which I did bear. 

22 And the other woman said, Nay; 
but the living is my son, and the 
dead is thy son. And this said, No; 
but the dead is thy eon, and the liv¬ 
ing is my eon. Thus they spake be¬ 
fore the king. 

23 Then said the king. The one 
mth, This is my son that llveth, 
and thy son is the dead; and the 
Hher saith. Nay; but thy son is the 
dead, and my son is the living. 

24 And tho king said, firing me a 
sword. And they brought a sword 
before the king. 

25 And the king said, Divide the 
living ohild in two, and give half to 
tho one, and half to the other. 

26 Then spake the woman whose 
the living child was unto the king, 
for her bowels yearned upon her 
sod, and she said, 0 my lord, givo 
her the living obild, and in no wise 
slay it. But the other said, Let it be 
neither mine nor thine, but divide it. 

27 Then the king answered and 
said, Give her the living ohild, and 
in no wise slay it; she is the mother 
thereof. 

28 And all Israel hoard of the judg¬ 
ment which the king bad judged ; and 
they feared the kiDg ; for they saw i 
that the wisdom of God was in him 
In do judgment. 

CIIAPTKR IV.

0 king Solomon was king ovor 
all E4ikol. 

2 And those wore the princes which 
bo had; Azariah tho son of Zadok 
the priest, 

3 Elihoreph and Ahiab, the sons

•on of Ahilud, the rooordor. 


4 And fienaiah the son of Jehoiad* 
was over the host; and Zadok and 
Abiathar were the priests; 

5 And Azariah the son of Nathan 
was over the officers; and Zabud the 
son of Nathan was principal officer, 
and the king’s friona ; 

6 And Ahishar was over the house¬ 
hold ; and Adoniram tho son of Ahda 
was over the tribute. 

7 And Solomon had twelve officers 
over all Israel, which provided vic¬ 
tuals for the king and his household; 
eaoh man his month in a year made 
provision. 

8 And these are their names; The 
son of Hnr, in mount Ephraim; 

9 The son of Dekar, in Makaz, 
and in Shaalbim, and fieth-shemesh, 
and Elon-both-hanan; 

10 The son of Ilesed, in Aruboth j 
to him pertained Soohoh, and all the 
land of Hepher; 

11 The eon of Abinadab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had Taphath 
the daughter of Solomon to wife; 

12 Baana the son of Ahilud; to 
him pertained Taanach and Megid- 
do, and all Deth-shoan, which is 
by Zartanah heneath Jczreel, from 
fioth-Bhean to Abel-meholah, even 
unto the place that is beyond Job- 
noam; 

13 The son of Geber, in Ramoth- 
gilcad; to him pertained the towns 
of Jair the son of Manassoh, which 
aro in Gilead; to him also pertained 
tho region of Argob, wbioh is in Ba- 
shan, thrcc-scoro great cities with 
wallB and brazen bars ; 

14 Ahinudab the bod of Iddo had 
Mahanaim; 

15 Ahimanz was in Naphtali; he 
also took Basinath the daughter of 
Solomon to wife; 

16 Baanah tho son of Uushai wap 
in Asher and in Aloth ; 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, 
in Issachar; 

18 Shirnci tho son of Elah, in Ben¬ 
jamin : 

19 Gcbor tho son of Uri was in 
the country of Gilead, in the coun¬ 
try of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
and of Og king of Basban; and he 
was the only offioor whiob was in the 
land. 

20 Judah and Israel were many, as

CHAPTER V. 

Hiram biasing Gad for Sobmvm,funwhtth 
him wi f h timber for the temple—Hie, mem¬ 
ber of Snlmrum'i workmen. 

A ND Iliram king of Tyre sent hia 
servants unto Solomon; for be 
had heard that they had anointed 
him king in the room of his father; 
for Hiram was ever a lover of Da¬ 
vid. 

2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, say- 
ing, 

3 Thon knowest how that David 
my father oonld not bnild a house 
onto the namo of the Lord his God, 
for the wars which were about him 
on every side, until the Lord put 
them under the sole9 of his feet. 

4 But now the Lord my God hath 
given me rest on every Bide, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil 
ocourrent. 
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an* i will convey them by flea in 
t_Ate unto the place that thou shalt 
appoint me, ana will cause them to 
be discharged there, and thou shalt 
reoeive them; and thou shalt accom¬ 
plish my desire, in giving food for 
my household. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar 
trees and fir trees according to all hifl 
desire. 

11 And Solomon gave Hiram twen¬ 
ty thousand measures of wheat for 
food to his household, and twenty 
measures of pure oil; thus gavo Solo¬ 
mon to Hiram year by year. 

12 And the Lord gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he promised him; and 
thero was peace between Hiram and 
Solomon; and they two made a 
league together. 

13 And king Solomon raised a levy 
out of all Israel; and the levy was 
thirty thousand mcu. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a month by courses; a 
month they were in Lebanon, and 
two months at home; and Adoniram 
was over the levy. 

15 And Solomon had throo-soore 
and ten thousand that bare burdens, 
and four-soore thonsand howera in 
tho mountains; 

10 Besides the ohief of Solomon's 
offioors whioh were over tho work, 
three thousand and three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work. 

17 And the king oommanded, and 
they brought great stones, costly 
stones, and hawed etones, to lay tho 
foundation of the house. 

18 And Solomon's builders and 
Hiram's builders did hew them, and 
the stono-squarers; so they preparod 
timber and stones to build the house. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The building of the temple—GoeTe promite 
unto it— The time of building it. 

NI) it cauie to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after 
the ohildron of Israel were come out 
of the land of Egypt, in the fourth 
year of Solomon’s reign over Israol, 
in the month of Zif, whioh is the se¬ 
cond month, that he began to build 
tho houso of the Lord. 

2 And tho house whioh king Solo¬ 
mon built for the Lord, the longth 
thereof wm three-floor* Qubits, and the 


breadth thereof twenty cubits, 
tho height thereof thirty oubits. 

3 And the porch before the tem- 
plo of the house, twenty cubits wai 
the length thereof, aooording to the 
breadth of the house; and ten cubits 
wae the breadth thereof before the 
house. 

4 And for the honee he made win¬ 
dows of narrow lights. 

b And against the wall of the 
house he built chambers round about, 
against the walls of the house round 
about, both of the temple and of the 
oracle; and he made ohambers round 
about. 

6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad ; for without in the wall 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beamB should 
not be fastened in the walls of the 
house. 

7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was hnilt of stone made 
ready before it was brought thither; 
so that there was neither hammer 
nor axe nor any tool of iron heard in 
the houso, while it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of the honee; 
and they went up with winding stairs 
into the middle obamber, and out of 
th3 middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished 
it; and oovered the house with beams 
and boards of oedar. 

10 And then he built ohambers 
against all the house, five cubits 
high; and they rested on the house 
with timber of eodar. 

11 And the word of the Lord oame 
to Solomon, saying, 

12 Conoerning this house whioh 
thou art in building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute my 
judgmonte, and keep all my com¬ 
mandments to walk in them; then 
will I perform my word with thee, 
wbich I spako unto David thy father; 

13 Aod I will dwell among the 
children of Israel, and will not for¬ 
sake my people Israel. 

14 So Solomon built tho houso, and 
finished it. 

15 And be bnilt the walls of the 
horso within with boards of oed&i, 
both tho Door of the house, and tt* 
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walls of the ceiling; end he oovered 
them on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor of the house with 
planks of flr. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on 
the sides of the house, both the floor 
and the walls with boards of oodar; 
he even built them for it within, even 
for the oracle, even for the most holy 
plaoe. 

17 And the house, that is, the tem¬ 
ple before it, was forty cuhits long. 

18 And the cedar of the house with¬ 
in was carved with knops and open 
flowers; all was cedar; there was no 
stone seen. 

19 And the oraole he prepared in 
the house within, to set there the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty oubils in breadth, and twenLy 
cubits in the height thereof; and he 
overlaid it with pure gold; and so 
oovered the altar which was of 
cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold ; and ho made 
a partition by the chains of gold he- 
fore the oraole; and he overlaid it 
with gold. 

22 And the whole house he over¬ 
laid with gold, until he had finished 
all the house; also the whole altar 
that was by the oracle he ovorlaid 
with gold. 

23 And within tho oracle he made 
two oherubim of olive tree, each ten 
aubits high. 

24 And five oubits was the one 
wing of the cherub, and five cubits 
the other wing of the cherub; from 
the uttermost part of the one wing 
unto the uttermost part of the other 
were ton cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten 
oubita; both the oherubim were of 
one measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one oberub 
was ten cubits, and so waB it of the 
other ohcrub. 

27 And he set the cherubim within 
the inner house; and they stretched 
forth the wings of the oherubim, so 
that the wing of the one touched tho 
one wall, and the wing of the other 
ohemb touched the other wall; and 
their wings touched one another in 
the midst of the house. 


28 And he overlaid the cherubim 
with gold. 

26 And he carved all the walls of 
the house round about with carved 
figures of cherubim arid palm trees 
and open flowers, within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he 
overlaid with gold, within and with¬ 
out. 

31 And for the entering of the ora¬ 
cle he made doors of olive tree; the 
lintel and side posts were a fifth part 
of tho wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; and he carved upon them tarv- 
ings of cherubim and palm trees and 
open flowers, and overlaid them with 
gold, and spread gold upon the che¬ 
rubim, and upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door 
of the temple posts of olive tree, a 
fourth part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir 
tree; the two leaves of the one door 
were folding, and the two leaves of 
the other door were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cheruhim 
and palm trees and open flowers ; and 
covered them with gold fitted upon the 
carved work. 

36 And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar hearns. 

37 In the fonrth year was the foun¬ 
dation of tho house of the Lord laid, 
in the month Zif; 

33 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bui, which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it. So was he seven 
years in building it. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Solomon’s house—The house of Lebanon— 
The porch of judgment — The molten sea. 

I ) UT Solomon was building his 
J own hou^c thirteen yours, and 
ho finished all his house. 

2 He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length there¬ 
of was ft hundred cubits, and the 
breadth thereof fifty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cuhits, upon 
four rows of cedar pillars, with cedar 
beams upon tho pillars. 

3 And it was covered with cedar 
above upon tbo beams, that lay on 
forty-fivo pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
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rows, and light was against light in 
three ranks. 

6 And all tbo doors and postB were 
square, with the windows; and light 
was against light in three ranks. 

6 And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof thirty cubits ; 
and the poroh was before them; and 
the other pillars and the thick beam 
were before thorn. 

7 Then ho made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even 
the porch of judgment; and it was 
oovered with cedar froip one side of 
the floor to the other. 

8 And his house where ho dwelt 
had another court within the poroh, 
wbioh was of the like work. Solo¬ 
mon made also a house for Pharaoh's 
daughter, whom he had taken to wife, 
like unto his porch. 

9 All these were of costly Btones, 
according to the measure of hewed 
stoneB, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so od the out¬ 
side toward the great court. 

10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, evoD great stonos, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, 
aftor the measures of hewed Btones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed stonos, 
and a row of oedar beams, both for 
the Inner court of the bouse of tho 
Lord, and for the porch of the house. 

13 And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a widow’s son of the 
tribo of Naphtoli, and his father was 
a man of Tyre, a worker in braes; 
and be was filled with wisdom, and 
understanding, and cunning to work 
all works in brass. And he oame to 
king Solomon, and wrought all his 
work. 

16 For be oaet two pillars of brass 
/f eighteen cubits high apiece; and 
a line of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. 

10 And he mado two ohapiterB of 
molten brass, to sot upon the tops of 
the pillars; the height of the one 
chapiter wa* flvo cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter was five 
cubits; 
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17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of ohain work, for the chapi¬ 
ters which were upon the top of the 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, 
and seven for the other chapiter. 

18 ADd he made the pillars, and 
two rows round about upon the one 
network, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top, with pomegra¬ 
nates ; and so did be for the other 
chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were 
upon the top of the pillars were of 
lily work in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegranates also above, 
over against the belly which was by 
the network; and the pomegranates 
wore two hundred in rows round 
about upon the other ohapiter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in 
tho porch of tho temple; and he set 
up the right pillar, and called the 
name thereof Jachin ; and he set up 
the left pillar, and called the name 
thereof Boaz. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work; so was the work of 
the pillars finished. 

23 And he made a molten sea, ten 
oubits from tho one brim to the other; 
it was round all about, and bis height 
was five cubits ; and a lino of thirty 
cubits did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing 
it, ten in a oubit, compassing the sea 
round about; the knops were oast in 
two rows, when it waB cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east; and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all 
their hinder parts were inward. 

20 And it was a hand-breadth thick, 
and tbe brim thereof was wrought 
like tbe brim of a cup, with flowers 
of lilies; it ooutaiued two thousand 
baths. 

27 Aud he made ten baBes of brass; 
four oubits was tbe length of one 
hase, and four cobits the breadth 
thereof, aDd three oubits tbe height 
of it. 

28 And the work of the bases vu 
on this manner; they had borders, and 
tho borders were between the ledges| 
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20 And on the borders that wore 
between the ledges were lions, oxen, 
and ohornbim; and npon the ledges 
there was a base above; and beneath 
the lions and oxen were certain addi¬ 
tions made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four brazen 
wheels, and plates of brass; and the 
four corners thereof had nnderset- 
ters; under the laver were underset- 
ters molten, at the side of every ad¬ 
dition. 

31 And the month of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit; but 
the month thereof was round after 
the work of the base, a cubit aod a 
half; and also upon the mouth of it 
were gravings with their borders, 
four-square, not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the 
wheels we/e joined to the base; and 
the height of a wheel was a cubit 
and half a cnbit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel; 
their axletrees, and their naves, and 
their felloes, and their spokes, were 
all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base; and 
the undersetters were of the very base 
Itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a cubit 
high; and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the borders thereof 
were of the same. 

30 For on the plates of the ledgeB 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubim, lions, and palm 
trees, according to the proportion of 
every one, and additions ronnd abont. 

37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases; all of them had one cast¬ 
ing, one measure, and one size. 

38 Then made he ten lavers of 
brass; one laver contained forty 
baths; and every laver was four 
cubits; and upon every one of the 
ten bases one laver. 

30 And he put five basos on the 
right side of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house; and he set 
the sea on the right side of the house 
eastward, over against the south. 

40 And Hiram made the lavers, and 
the shovels, and the baBins. So II)- 
ram made an end of doing all the 


work that he made king Solomon for 
the house of the Lord; 

41 The two pillars, and the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were on 
the top of the *wo pillars; and the 
two networks, to cover the two bowls 
of the chapiters which were upon the 
top of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, even two rows 
of pomegranates for one network, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
that were upon the pillars : 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the bases ; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen 
under the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basins; and all these vessels, 
which Hiram made to king Solomon 
for the house of the Lord, were of 
bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zarthan. 

47 -And Solomon left all the vessels 
unweighed, because they were exceed¬ 
ing many ; neither was the weight of 
the brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the ves¬ 
sels that pertained unto the house of 
the Lord; the altar of gold, and the 
table of gold, whereupon the show- 
bread was. 

49 And tho candlesticks of pure 
gold, five on the right side, and five 
on the left, before the oracle, with 
the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
tongs of gold. 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basins, and the spoons, and 
the censers of pure gold; and the 
hinges of gold, both for the doors of 
the innor house, tho most holy place, 
and for the doors of the honse, to wit, 
of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work that 
king Solomon made for the house of 
the Lord. And Solomon brought in 
tho things which David his father 
had dedicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, did he put 
among the treasures of the house of 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER VTTL 

IV dedication of the. temple — Solomon's 
blessing, prayer, and sacrifice. 

HEN Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all tho 
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heads of tho tribes, the ohief of the 
fathers of tho children of Israel, unto 
king Solomon in Jerusalem, that 
they might bring np the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord out of the oity 
of David, which is Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel assem¬ 
bled themselves unto king Solomon 
at the feast in the month Ethanim, 
which is the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Israel came, 
and tho priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought np the ark of 
the Lord, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy ves¬ 
sels that were in the tabernacle, even 
those did the priests and the Levites 
bring up. 

5 And king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israol, that were 
assembled unto him, were with him 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep and 
oxen that could not be told nor num¬ 
bered for multitude. 

6 And tho priests brought in the 
ark of tho covenant of tho Lord unto 
his place, into the oracle of the house, 
to the most holy place, even under the 
wings of tho oherubim. 

7 For the ohorubim Bprcad forth 
their tivo wings over the place of the 
ark, and tho cherubim covered the 
ark and the staves theroof above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, 
that the ends of the staves wero seen 
out in tho holy place beforo the 
oraolo, and they were not seen with¬ 
out; and there they are onto this 
day. 

9 There was nothing in the ark save 
tho two tables of stone, which Moses 
pnt there at Horeb, when the Lord 
made a covenant with tho children of 
Israel, whon they oame out of the 
land of Egypt. 

10 And it oame to pass, whon the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place, that the olond filled the house 
of the Lord, 

11 So that the priests oould not 
stand to mlniBtor beoauso of the 
oloud; for the glory of the Lord had 
filled the house of the Lord. 

12 Then spake Solomon, The Lord 
•aid that ho would dwell in the thick 
darkness. 

19 I have suroly built thee a house 
to dwell in, a settled place for thee to 
abide In for ever. 
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14 And the king turned hiB face 
abont, and hlessed all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel; and all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel Btood; 

35 And he said, Blessed be the Lord 
God of Israel, which spake with his 
mouth unto Duvid my father, and 
hath with his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Israel out of Egypt, 
I chose no city out of all the tribes 
of Israel to build a house, that my 
name might be therein; but I chose 
David to be over my people Israel. 

17 And it was in the heart of David 
my father to build a house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the Lord said unto David 
my father, Whereas it was in thine 
heart to build a house unto my name, 
thou didst well that it was in thine 
heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall 
come forth out of thy loins, he shall 
build the honse unto my name. 

20 And the Lord hath performed 
his word that he spake, and I am 
risen np in the room of David my 
father, and sit on the throne of Israel, 
as the Lord promisod, and have bnilt 
a house for the name of the Lord 
God of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein is the covenant of 
the Lord, which he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out 
of the land of Egypt. 

22 And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lord in the presence of 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his handB toward hea¬ 
ven ; 

23 And he said, Lord God of Israel, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who keep- 
est ooveDant and meroy with thy ser¬ 
vants that walk before thee with all 
their heart; 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou pro- 
rnisedst him; thou spakest also with 
thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it with 
IhiDe hand, as it is this day. 

26 Therefore now, Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, keep with thy servant David my 
father that thou promisedst him, say¬ 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
in my sight to sit on the throne of 
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Israel; bo that thy children take heed 
to their way, thut they walk before 
me as thou hast walked before me. 

26 And now, 0 God of Israel, let 
thy word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou Bpakest unto thy servant 
David my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth ? behold, the heaven and hea¬ 
ven of heavens cannot contain thee; 
how much less this house that I have 
builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup¬ 
plication, 0 Lord my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and to the prayer, which 
thy Bervant prayeth hefore thee to¬ 
day; 

20 That thine eyes may be open to¬ 
ward this house night and day, even 
toward the place of which thou hast 
said, My name shall be there; that 
thou mayest hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall make toward 
this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the suppli¬ 
cation of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, when they shall pray 
toward this place; and hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling-place; and when 
thou hearest, forgive. 

31 If any man trespass against his 
neighbour, and an oath he laid upoD 
him to cause him to swear, and the 
oath come before thine altar in this 
house; 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, condemn¬ 
ing the wicked, to bring his way upon 
his head; and justifying the right¬ 
eous, to give him according to hiB 
righteousness. 

33 When thy people Israel he smit¬ 
ten down hefore tne enemy, hecause 
they have sinned against thee, and 
shall turn again to thee, and confess 
thy name, and pray, and make sup¬ 
plication unto tnee in this house; 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land 
whioh thou gavest unto their fathers. 

35 When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray to¬ 
ward this place, and confess thy name, 
and turn from their sin, when thoa 
affiictest them; 

96 Then hear thou in heaven, and 


forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, that thou teach 
them the good way wherein they 
should walk, and give rain upon thy 
land, which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 

37 If there be in the land famine, if 
there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locu9t, or if there be caterpillar; if 
their enemy besiege them in the land 
of their cities; whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication 
soever he made by any man, or by 
all thy people Israel, which shall 
know every man the plague of his 
own heart, and spread forth his hands 
toward this house ; 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling-place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of all the children of 
men ;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Israel, but 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name's sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name and of thy strong hand, and 
of thy stretched-ont arm;) when he 
shall come and pray toward this house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwell¬ 
ing-place, and do according to all 
that the stranger calleth to thee for; 
that all people of tho earth may know 
thy name, to fear thee, as do thy peo¬ 
ple Israel; and that they may know 
that this house, which I have builded, 
is called by thy name. 

44 If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou Bhalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the Lord toward the city which 
thou hast choscu, and toward tho 
house that I have built for tby name; 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man that Biuucth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them to the enemy, so that 
they carry them away captives unto 
the land of the enemy, far ir near; 
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47 Yet if they eho.ll bethiDb them¬ 
selves in the lond whither they were 
carried captives, and repent, and mako 
supplication unto thee in the land 
of them thot carried them captives, 
saying, We have sinned, and have 
done perversely, wo have committed 
wickedness; 

48 And bo return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, 
in the land of their enemies, which 
led them away captive, and pray 
nnto thee toward their land, whioh 
thou gavest unto their fathers, the city 
which thou hast chosen, and Lho house 
which 1 have built for thy name ; 

40 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy 
dwelling-place, and maintain their 
cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that 
have sinned against thee, and all 
their transgressions wherein they 
have transgressed against thee, and 
give them compassion before them 
who carried them oaptivc, that they 
may have compassion on them; 

51 For they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst 
of the furnace of iron ; 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy servant, 
and unto the supplication of thy 
people Israel, to hearken unto them 
in all that they oall for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, as 
thou spakesl by the hand of Moses 
thy servant, when thou broughtest 
our fathers out of Egypt, 0 Lord God. 

64 And it was so, that when Solo¬ 
mon had made an end of praying all 
this prayer and supplioation unto the 
Lord, he arose from hefore the altar 
of the Lord, from kneeling on his 
knees with his hands spread up to 
heaven. 

56 And he stood, and blessed all 
the congregation of Israel with a 
loud voice, saying, 

50 Blessed be the Lord, that hath 
given rest unto his people Israel, 
according to all that ho promised ; 
there hath not failed one word of all 
his good promise, whioh he promised 
by the hand of Moses his servant. 

67 The Lord our God be with us, as 


he was with our fathers ; let him not 
leave us, nor forsake us; 

58 Thai he may incline our hcartB 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
statutes, and bis judgments, which 
he commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, where¬ 
with I have made supplication before 
the Lord, be nigh unto the Lord our 
God day and uight, that he maintain 
the cause of his servant, and the 
cause of his people Israel at all times, 
as the matter shall require ; 

60 That all the people of the earth 
may know that the Lord is God, and 
that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be 
perfect with the Lord our God, to 
walk in his statutes, and to keep his 
commandments, as at this day. 

62 And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before tho Lord. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, whioh he offered 
unto the Lord, two and twenty 
thousand oxen, and a hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and all the children of Israel dedicated 
the house of the Lord. 

64 The same day did the king 
hallow the middle of the court that 
was before the house of the Lord; for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and 
meat offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings ; beoanse the brazen 
altar that was before the Lord was 
too little to receive the burnt offer¬ 
ings, and meat offerings, and the fat 
of the peaoe offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held a 
feast, and all Israel with him, a great 
congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, 
before the Lord our God, seven days 
and seven days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day ho sent the 
people away; and they blessed thn 
king, and went unto their tents joyful 
and glad of heart for all the goodness 
that the Lord had done for David hi.» 
servant, and for Israel his people. 

CHAPTKR IX. 

God's coomani xmih Solomon—The QentQet 
were hit bondmen, the ItraeUics honourable 
tervanls — Pharaoh'l daughter removeth 
to her houtt — Solomon's sacrifice*— Bit 
navy fetchelh gold from Ophir. 

ND it came to paBB, when Solo¬ 
mon had finished the building 
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of the house of the Lord, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon's desire 
which he was pleased to do, 

2 That the Lord appeared to Solo¬ 
mon tho second time, as he had 
appeared unto him at Gibeon. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sup¬ 
plication, that thou hast made before 
me; I have hallowed this house, 
whioh thou hast built, to put my 
name thcro for ever; and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there per¬ 
petually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in 
integrity of heart, and in upright¬ 
ness, to do according to all that I 
have commanded thee, and wilt keep 
my statutes and my judgments; 

5 Then I will establish the throne 
of thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, 
as I promised to David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man upon the throne of Israel. 

0 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, yo or your children, 
and will not keep my commandments 
and my statutes which I have set 
before you, hut go and serve other 
gods, and worship them ; 

7 Then will I cut off Israel out of 
the land which I have given them, 
and this house, which I have hallowed 
rut my name, will I cast out of my 
sight; and Israel shall be a proverb 
and a by-word among all people; 

B And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss ; and they 
shall say, Why hath the Lord done 
thus unto this land, and to this 
house? 

9 And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the Lord their God, who 
hrought forth their fathers out of the 
land of Egypt, and have taken hold 
upon other gods, and have worship¬ 
ped them, and served them ; there¬ 
fore hath the Lord brought upon 
them all this ovil. 

10 And it oame to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of 
the Lord, and the king's house, 

11 (Now Hiram tho king of Tyre 
had furnished Solomon with cedar 
trees and fir trees, and with gold, 
according to all his desire,) that then 


king Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
cities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre 
to seo tho cities which Solomon had 
given him; and they pleased him 
not. 

13 And he said. What cities are 
these which thou hast given me, my 
brother? And he called them the 
land of Cabul unto this day. 

14 And Hiram sent to the kiog six- 
score talents of gold. 

15 And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised; for 
to build the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, and Millo, and the 
wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and 
Megiddo, and Gezer. 

10 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, aud burnl 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it 
for a present unto his daughter, 
Solomon's wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 

18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his cha- 

; riots, and cities for his horsemen, and 
that which Solomon desired to build 
in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and 
in all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were 
left of the Amoritcs, Hittites, Periz- 
zites, Hivitcs, and Jebusites, which 
were not of tho children of Israel, 

21 Their ohildren that were left 
after them in the laud, whom the 
children of Israel also were not able 
utterly to destroy, upon those did Solo¬ 
mon leTy a tribute of bond-service 
unto this day. 

22 But of the ohildren of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen; but they 
were men of war, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his captains, 
and rulers of his ohariots, and hie 
horsemen. 

23 These were tho chief of the of¬ 
ficers that were over Solomon’s work, 
five hundred and fifty, whioh bare 
rule over the people that wrought in 
tho work. 

24 But Pharaoh's daughter oame 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house whioh Solomon had built for 
her; then did he huild Millo. 
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25 And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and 

eaco offerings upon the altar which 

e built unto the Lord, and he burnt 
incense upon the altar that was be¬ 
fore the Lord. So he finished the 
house. 

26 And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in Ezion-gebor, which is be¬ 
side Eloth, on the shore of the Red 
sea, in the land of Edom. 

27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had know¬ 
ledge of the sea, with the servants of 
Solomon. 

28 And they oamo to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hun¬ 
dred and twenty talonts, and brought 
it to king Solomon. 

CHAPTER X. 

The queen of Sheba — Solomon’l throne — Bit 
rtchee. 

ND when the queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the Lord, 
she came to prove him with hard 
questions. 

2 Ami she came to Jerusalem with 
a very great train, with camels that 
bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones; and when she was 
oome to Solomon, sho communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 

3 And Solomon told her all her 
questions; there was not any thing 
hid from the king, which he told her 
not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen all Solomon’s wisdom, and the 
house that he had built, 

6 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and their 
apparel, and his cup-bearers, and bis 
asoont by which he went up unto the 
house of the Lord; there was no 
more spirit in her. 

6 And sho Baid to the king, It was 
a true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy aots and of thy wisdom. 

7 Ilowbeit I bolioved not the words, 
until I oame, and mine oyos had seen 
It; and, behold, the half was not told 
mo; thy wisdom and prosperity ex- 
oeedotb the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are 
these tny servants, which stand oon- 
tlnually before thee, and that hear 
thy wisdom. 


9 Blessed be the Lord thy God, 
which delighted in thee, to set thee 
on the throne of Israel; because the 
Lord loved Israel for ever, therefore 
made he thee king, to do judgment 
and justice. 

10 And she gave the king a hun¬ 
dred ana twenty talonts of gold, and 
of spices very great store, and pre¬ 
cious stones; there oame no more 
such abundance of spices as these 
which the queen of Sheba gave to 
king Solomon. 

11 And the navy also of Hiram, 
that brought gold from Ophir, brought 
in from Ophir great plenty of almug 
trees, and precious stones. 

12 And tne king made of the al¬ 
mug trees pillars for the house of the 
Lord, and for the king’s house, harps 
also and psalteries for singers; there 
came no such almug trees, nor were 
seen unto this day. 

13 And king Solomon gave unto 
the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, besides that 
which Solomon gave her of his royal 
bounty. So she turned and went to 
her own country, she and her servants. 

14 Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred three-9core and six talents of 
gold, 

16 Besides that he had of the mer¬ 
chantmen, and of the traffio of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors of 
the oountry. 

16 And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold; six 
hundred shekels of gold went to one 
target, 

17 And he made three hundred 
shields of beaten gold; three pounds 
of gold went to one shield ; and the 
king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 

18 Moreover, the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
the best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and 
the top of the throne was round be¬ 
hind; and there wero stays on either 
side on the place of the seat, and two 
lions stood beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps; there was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 
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21 And all king Solomon’s drinking 
vessels wero of gold, and all the ves¬ 
sels of the house of the foroBt of 
Lebanon were of pare gold; none 
were of silver; it was nothing ac¬ 
counted of in the days of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at se^ a navy 
of Tharshish with the navy of Hiram; 
once in three years catne the navy of 
TharBhish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all 
the kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. 

24 And all the earth sought to 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which 
God had put in hie heart. 

25 And they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and garments, and 
armour, and spices, horses, and mule9, 
a rate year by year. 

20 And Solomon gathered together 
chariots and horsemen ; and he had 
a thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and twolve thousand horsemen, whom 
he heatowed in the cities for cha¬ 
riots, and with the king at Jeru¬ 
salem. 

27 And the king made silver to be 
in Jerusalem aB stones, and cedars 
made he to be as the sycamore trees 
that are in the vale, for abundance. 

28 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yam ; the 
king's merchants received the linen 
yarn at a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went 
ont of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and a horse for a hundred 
and fifty; and so for all the kings of 
the Hittites, and for tho kings of 
Syria, did thoy bring them out by 
their means. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Solomon'g unvej and concubine *— They draw 
him to idolatry—God threatm^th him — 
SoUmwn’t a/irer tames—Hit acts, reign, 
and death—Rehoboam rucceed/Jh him. 

UT king Solomon loved many 
strange woman, together with 
the daughter of Pharaoh, women of 
the Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, 
Zidonians, and Hittites; 

2 Of the nations aonoeming whioh 
the Lord said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in unto you ; 
for surely they will turn away your 


heart after their gods ; Solomon clave 
unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 

rincesees, and three hundred concu- 

ines; and his wives turned away 

his heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Soln- 
moD was old, his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods; and his 
heart was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, and it became as the heart of 
David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashto- 
rcth the goddess of the Zidonians, 
and after Milcorn the abomination of 
the Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, as David his father, and 
went not fully after the Lord. 

7 Then did Solomon build a high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that is before 
Jerusalem, and for Molech, the abo¬ 
mination of the children of Am¬ 
mon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
etrange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was 
turned from the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, whioh had appeared unto him 
twioe, 

10 And had commanded him con¬ 
cerning this thing, that ho should 
not go after other gods; but ho 
kept not that whioh the Lord com¬ 
manded. 

11 Wherefore the Lord said unto 
Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done 
of thee, and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes, which I 
have commanded thee, I will surely 
rend the kingdom from thee, and will 
give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding, in thy days I 
will not do it for David thy father's 
sake ; but I will rend it out of the 
hand of thy son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away 
all the kingdom ; but will give one 
tribe to thy son for David my ser¬ 
vant’s sake, and for Jerusalem's sake 
whioh I have chosen. 

14 And the Lord stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon, Hadad the 
Edomite ; he was of the king’s seed 
in Edom. 

15 For it oame to pass, when David 
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was in Edom, and Joab tbe aaptain 
of the host was gone up to bury tho 
slain, after be had smitten every 
male in Edom ; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
thero with all Israel, until he had cut 
off every male in Edom ;) 

17 That lladad lied, he and oertain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being 
yet a little child. 

18 And they arose out of Midian, 
and came to Paran; and they took 
men with thorn out of Paran, and 
they came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt: which gave him a 
house, and appointed him victuals, 
and gave him land. 

19 And JIadad found great favour 
in tho Bight of Pharaoh, so that he 
gave him to wife, the sister of his 
own wife, tho sister of Tahpcnes the 
queen. 

20 And the sister of Tahpones bare 
him Qenubath his son, whom Tahpe- 
nes weaned in Pharaoh’s house; and 
Qenubath was in Pharaoh’s houBohold 
among the sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad board in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the boat was 
dead, lladad said to Pharaoh, Lot 
me depart, that I may go to tnino 
own country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, 
But wbal hast thou looked with mo, 
that, hehold, thou seekost to go to 
thino own country? And ho answer- 
od, Nothing; howbeit let me go in 
any wieo. 

28 And Qod stirred him up another 
adversary, Rczon the eon of Eliadah, 
which fled from hia lord Hadadczcr 
king of Zobah ; 

21 And he gathorod men unto him, 
and beoame captain over a band, 
when David slew them of Zolrnh; 
aiul they wont to Damascus, and 
dwelt therein, and reigned in Da- 
masons. 

26 And he was an adversary to Is¬ 
rael all the days of Solomon, besides 
the mischief that Uudud did; and 
he abhorred Israel, and reigned over 

Syrlu. 

26 And Jeroboam, tbe son of Neb&t, 
an Kphiuthiie of Zereda. Solomon's 
servant, whose mother’s name was 
Zoruah, a widow woman, even he 
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lifted up his hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he 
lifted up his band against the king; 
Solomon built Millo, and repaired 
tho breaches of the city of David his 
father. 

26 And tho man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour; and Solomon 
seeing the young man that he was 
industrious, he mado him ruler over 
all the charge of the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa¬ 
lem, that tho prophet Ahijah the 
Shilonite found him in the way ; 
and he had clad himself with a new 
garment; and they two were alone 
in the Geld; 

30 And Ahijah caught the new gar¬ 
ment that was on him, and rent it in 
twelve pieocs; 

31 And he eaid to Jeroboam, Take 
thee ten pieces; for thus saith the 
Lord, tho Qod of Israel, Behold, I 
will rend the kingdom out of the 
hand of Solomon, and will give ten 
tribes to thee ; 

32 (But he shall have one tribe 
for my servant David’s sake, and 
for Jerusalem’s sake, tbe city which 
I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel;) 

33 Because that they have forsaken 
me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth 
tbe goddess of tho Zidonians, Chc- 
inosh the god of the Moabites, and 
Miluom tho god of the children of 
Ammon, and have not walked in my 
ways, to do that whioh is right in 
mine eyes, and my statutes, and my 
judgments, and his heart is become 
as David his father; and ho repent- 
cth not as did David his father, that 
I may forgive him. 

34 llowbeil, I will not tako the 
whole kingdom out of hie band, but 
1 will make him prinoe all the days 
of his life, for David my s< rvant's 
sake, whom I oho os©, because he kept 
my commandments and my statutes 
in that day. 

36. But I will take the kingdom out 
of bis son’s band, and 1 will give 
unto thee, ten tribes. And unto bis 
son will 1 give one tribe, 

36 That David my servant may 
have a light always before me In Je¬ 
rusalem, tbe city which 1 have 
ohosen me to put my name there. 
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37 And I will take thee, and thou 
shnlt reign according to all that thy 
soul desirclh, and shall be king 07er 
Israol. 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt 
hearken unto all that I command 
thee, and wilt walk in my ways, and 
do right in my eight, to keep my stat¬ 
utes and my commandments, as 
David my servant did in the day that 
I blessed him; I will bo with thee, 
and build thee a sure house as I built 
for David, and give Israel unto thee. 

39 And for the transgression of 
David, and also for the people, I 
have rent the kingdom, and for this 
I will afflict the soed of David, but 
not for ever. 

40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Egypt, unto Shishak king 
of Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 

41 And the rest of the acts of Solo¬ 
mon, and all that he did, and his wis¬ 
dom, are they not written in the book 
of the acts of Solomon ? 

42 And the time that Solomon 
reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel 
was forty years. 

43 And Solomon slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David bis father; and Rehoboam his 
eon reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jten tribes revoll under Jeroboam. 

ND Rehoboam went to Shechem ; 
for all Israel were oome to She- 
ohem to make him king, 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, who was yet 
in Egypt, heard it, (for he was fled 
from the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt,) 

3 That they sent and called him. 
And Jeroboam and all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel came, and spake unto 
Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grie¬ 
vous; now therefore make tbou the 
grievous service of thy father, and 
his heavy yoke which he put upon 
us, lighter, and we will serve thee. 

3 And he said unto them, Depart 
yet for three days, then oome again 
to me. And the people departed. 

0 And king Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men, that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 


and said, How do ye advise that 1 
may answer this people ? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou wilt be a servant unto this 
peoplo this day, and wilt serve them, 
and answer them, and speak good 
words to them, then they will be thy 
servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of th» 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men 
that were grown up with him, and 
which stood before him ; 

9 And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to mo, 
saying, Make the yoke which thy fa¬ 
ther did put upon us lighter? 

10 And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto 
this people that spake unto thee, say¬ 
ing, Thy father made our yoke heavy, 
but make thou it lighter unto us; 
thus shalt thou say unto them, My 
little finger shall he thicker than my 
father's loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will 
add to your yoke; my father hath 
chastised you with whips, hut I will 
chastise you with scorpions. 

12 So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam the third day, as 
the king had appointed, saying. 
Come to me again the third day. 

13 And the king answered the peo¬ 
ple roughly, and forsook the old men’s 
counsel that they gave him ; 

14 And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, sayiug, 
My father made your yoke heavy, and 
I will add to your yoke; my father 
also chastised you with whips, but I 
will chastise you with scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened 
not unto the people; for tho cause 
was from the Lord, that he might 
perform his saying, which tbe Lord 
spake by Ahijnh the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16 So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 
pooplo answered the king, saying, 
What portion have wc in David ? 
neither have wo inheritance in the 
son of Jesse; to your tents, 0 Israel; 
now see to thine own house, David 
So Israel departed into thoir tent* 
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17 Bat as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in tho citios of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

16 Then king Rehoboam sent Ado- 
ram, who was ovor the tribute; and 
all Israol stoned him with stones, 
that he died. Therefore king Rcho- 
boam made speed to get him np to 
his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

10 So Israel rebelled against the 
houBe of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all 
Israel heard that Jeroboam was come 
again, that thoy sent and onllod him 
unto the oongrogntion, and made him 
king over all Israel; there was none 
that followed the house of David, but 
the tribo of Judah only. 

21 And when Rehoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, ho assembled all tho 
house of Judah, with the tribe of 
Benjamin, a hundred and four-score 
thousand chosen men, which were 
warriors, to fight against the house 
of Israel, to bring the kingdom again 
to Rehoboam tho son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God camo unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, Baying, 

23 Speak unto Rehoboam, the son 
of Solomon, king of Judah, and unto 
all the house of Judah and Benjamin, 
and to the remnant of the people, 
saying, 

24 Thus ealth tho Lord, ye shall not 
go up, nor fight against your bre¬ 
thren the children of Israel; return 
evory man to his house; for this 
thing is from mo. They hearkened 
therefore to the word of the Lord, 
and returned to depart, according to 
the word of the Lord. 

25 Then Jeroboam built Shoehorn in 
mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein ; 
and went out from thence, and built 
Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David ; 

27 If this peoplo go up to do sacri¬ 
fice in tho house of tho Lord at Jeru¬ 
salem, then shall the heart of this 
people turn again unto their lord, 
even unto Rehoboam king of Judah, 
and they shall kill mo, and go again 
to Rehoboam king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took coun¬ 
sel, and mado two calves of gold, 
and said unto them, It iB too muoh 
for you to go up to Jerusalem ; be¬ 


hold thy gods, 0 Israel, which brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt. 

29 And he set the one in Both-el, 
and the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin ; for 
the people went to worship before thf 
one, even unto Dan. 

31 And he made a house of high 
places, and made priests of the low¬ 
est of people, which were not of the 
sons of Levi. 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast 
in the eighth month, on the fifteenth 
day of the month, like unto the feast 
that is iu Judah, and he offered upon 
the altar. So did he in Beth-el, sac¬ 
rificing unto the calves that he had 
made ; and he placed in Beth-el the 

rieets of the high places which he 

ad made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar 
whioh he had made in Bcth-cl the 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, 
even in the month which he had de¬ 
vised of his own heart; and ordained 
a feast unto the children of Israel ; 
and ho offered upon the altar, and 
burnt incense. 

CHAPTER X1IL 

Jeroboam^ hand withcreth* and u restored 
— The, prophet departeth from Beth-d—He 
is revroifed by God, and slain by a lion — 
Jeroboam's obstinacy. 

ND, behold, there came a man of 
God out of Judah by the word 
of the Lord unto Beth-el; and Jero¬ 
boam Btood by the altar to bnrn in- 
oenae. 

2 And ho oried against the altar in 
tho word of tho Lord, and said, 0 
altar, altar, thus eaith the Lord; Be¬ 
hold, a child shall bo born unto the 
house of David, Josiah by name ; and 
upon Ihco shall he offor tho priesre 
of the high placeB that burn incense 
upon thcc, and men’s bones shall be 
burnt upon thee. 

3 And he gave a aign the same day, 
saying, Thi9 is the sign which the 
Lord hath spoken ; Bobold, the altar 
shall be rent, and the ashes that arc 
upon it shall be poured out. 

4 And it came to pAse, when kin" 
Jeroboam heard the saying of li e 
man of God, which had cried ngainsi 
the altar in Beth-cl, that ho put forlb 
his hand from the altar, saying, Lav 
hold od him. And his hand, which 
he put forth against him, dried up, 
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m that ne could not poll it in again 
to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac¬ 
cording to the sign which the man 
of God had given by the word of the 
Lord. 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Entreat now 
the face of I he Lord thy God, and 
pray for me, that my hand may be 
restored me again. And the man of 
God besought the Lord, and the 
king’s hand was restored him again, 
and became as It was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man 
of God, Come home with me, and re¬ 
fresh thyself, and I will give thee a 
reward, 

3 And the man of God said onto 
the king, If thou wilt gire me half 
thine house, I will not go in wilh 
thee, neither will I eat bread nor 
drink water in this place; 

9 For so was it charged me by the 
word of the Lord, saying, Eat no 
bread, nor drink water, nor turn again 
by the same way that thou earnest. 

10 So he went another way, and re¬ 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-el. 

11 Now there dwelt an old prophet 
in Beth-el; and his sons came and 
told him all the works that the man 
of God had done that day in Beth¬ 
el ; the words which he had spoken 
unto the king, them they told also to 
their father. 

12 And their father said unto them, 
What way went he? For his sons 
had seen what way the man of God 
went, which came from Judah. 

13 And ho said unto his sons, Sad¬ 
dle me the ass. So they saddled him 
the a9S ; and he rode thereon, 

14 And went after tho man of God, 
and found him sitting under an oak ; 
and he said unto him, Art thou the 
man of God that earnest from Judah ? 
And he said, I am. 

15 Then he said unto him, Come 
home with me, and eat bread. 

16 And he said, I may not return 
with thee, nor go in with thee; 
neither will I eat bread nor drink 
water with thee in this plaoe; 

17 For it was said to me by tho 
word of tho Lord, Thou shalt eat no 
bread tor drink water there, nor turn 


again to go by tbe way that thou 
earnest. 

18 He said unto him, I am a proph¬ 
et also, even as thou, and an angel 
spake unto me by the word of the 
Lord, saying, Bring him back with 
thee into thine house, that he may 
eat bread and drink water, that I 
may prove him ; and ho lied not unto 
him. 

19 So he went back with him, and 
did eat bread in his house, and drank 
water. 

20 And It came to pass, as they sal 
at the table, that the word of the 
Lord came unto the prophet that 
brought him back: 

21 And he cried unto the man of 
God that o&me from Judah, saylog, 
Thus saith the Lord, Forasmuch aa 
thou hast disobeyed the mouth of the 
Lord, and hast not kepi the command¬ 
ment which the Lord thy God com¬ 
manded thee, 

22 But earnest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, 
of the which the Lord did say to 
thee, Eat no hread, and drink no wa¬ 
ter; thy carcass shall not come unto 
tho sepulchre of thy fathers. 

23 And it canre to pass, after he 
had eaten bread, and after he had 
drunk, that he saddled for him the 
ass, to wit, for the prophet whom he 
had brought back. 

24 And when he was gone, a lion 
met him by tbe way, and slew him ; 
and his carcass was cast in tho way, 
and the ass stood by it, the lion also 
stood by the carcass. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the caroass oast in tho way, and 
the lion standing by the carcass ; and 
they came and told it in the city 
whore the old prophet dwelt. 

26 And when the prophet that 
brought him back from the way 
heard thereof, he said, It is the man 
of God, who was disobedient unto the 
word of the Lord ; therefore tho Lord 
hath delivered him unto the lion, 
which hath torn him, and slain him.

27 And ho spake to his son9, say¬ 
ing, Saddle me the ass. And they 
saddled him. 

28 And ho went and found his car¬

21 And Rehoboam the son of Solo¬ 
mon reigned in Jndah. Rehoboam 
was forty and one years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned seven¬ 
teen years in Jerusalem, the city 
which the Lord did choose out of all 
the tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there. And his mother's name was 
Noam ft h an Ammonitess. 

22 And Jndah did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which 
they had committed, above all that 
their fathors had done. 

23 For they also built them high 
places, and images, and groves, on 
every high hill, and under every 
green tree. 

24 And there were also sodomites 
in the land; and they did according 
to all the abominations of the nations 
which the Lord cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

25 And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
king of Egypt oame up against 
Jernsalom ;

And Abijam his eon 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Abijam'$ wicked reign — Ata't good reign — 

Jehothaphal succecddh Asa — Ah\jah': 

prophecy fulfilled—Nadaift aett and 

death. 

OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam the eon of Nebat 
reigned Abijam over Judaii. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother's name was 
Maachah, the danghter of Abishalom. 

3 And he walked in all the sins of 
his father, which ho had dono before 
him ; and his heart was not perfect 
with the Lord his God, as the Lord 
commanded David his father. 

4 Nevertheless for David’s sako did 
the Lord his God give him a lamp in 
Jerusalem, to set up his eon after 
him, and to establish Jerusalem ; 

5 Because David did right in the 
eyes of the Lord, and turned not 
aside from all that he commanded 
him, to Bin against the Lord ; but 
repented of the evil all the days of 
his life, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite, wherein the Lord 
cursed him. 

6 And there was war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam all the days 
of his lifo. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Abi¬ 
jam, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the ChronicleB 
of the kings of Judah ? And there 
was war between Abijam and Jero- 
hoam. 

8 And Abijam slept with hli 
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fathers ; and they buried him in the 
oity of David; and Asa his son 
reigned In his stead. 

9 And in tho twentieth year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel reigned Asa 
over Judah. 

10 And forty and one years reigned 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Maaohah, the daughter of 
Abishalom. 

11 And Asa did right in the eyes 
of the Lord, as he commanded David 
hiB father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all tho 
idols that hiB father had made; and 
it plcasod the Lord. 

13 And alBO Maachah his molhor, 
even her he removed from being 
queen, because she had made an idol 
in a grove; and Asa destroyed her 
idol, and burnt it by the brook 
Kidron. 

14 But the high places were not re¬ 
moved; nevertheless Asa’s heart was 
perfoct with the Lord all his days. 

16 And he brought in tho things 
which his father had dedicated, and 
the things which himself had dedi¬ 
cated, into the house of the Lord, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

16 And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha kiDg of Israel all their 
days. 

17 And Baaaha king of Israel went 
op against Judah, and built Hamah, 
that ho might not guffor any to go 
out or come iu to Asa king of Judah. 

18 Then Asa took all tho silver and 
the gold that were left in the trea¬ 
sures of tho house of tho Lord, and 
the treasures of the king's houso, and 
delivered them into Lhe hand of his 
servants; and king Asa sent them to 
Bon-hadad, the son of Tabrimon, the 
son of Hozion, king of Syria, that 
dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

19 There is a league between me 
and thee, and between my father and 
thy father ; behold, I have sent unto 
thee a present of silver and gold; 
come and break thy league with 
Baasha king of Israel, that he may 
depart from me. 

20 So Bon-hadad hoarkoned unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of 
tho hosts whioh he had against the 
cities of Israel, and smote Ijon, and 
Dan, and Abel-beth-maaohah, and 
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all Cinneroth, with all the land of 
Naphtali. 

21 And it oame to pass, when Baasha 
heard thereof, that he left off building 
of Ramah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 

22 Then king Asa made a procla¬ 
mation throughout all Judah; none 
was exempted; and they took away 
the stones of Ramah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Baasha had build- 
ed; and king Asa built with thorn 
Geba of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, 
and all his might, and all that he 
did, and tho cities which he built, 
are they not written iu the book of 
tho Chronicles of tho kings of Ju¬ 
dah? Nevertheless in the time of 
his old age he was discasod in his 
feet. 

24 And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in 
the city of David his father; and 
Jehoshaphat his son reigned in his 
stead. 

25 And Nadab the son of Jeroboam 
began to reign over Israel in the 
second year of Asa king of Judah, 
and reigned over Israel two years. 

20 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
his father, and in his sin wherewith 
ho made Israel to sin. 

27 And Baasha tho son of Ahijah, 
of the house of Issachar, conspired 
against him; and Baasha smote him 
at Gibbethon, which belonged to the 
Philistines; for Nadab and all Israel 
laid siege to Gibbothon. 

28 Even in tho third yoar of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pass, when he 
roigned, that he smote all the house 
of Jeroboam; he left not to Jeroboam 
any that breathod, until ho had de¬ 
stroyed him, according unto the say¬ 
ing of the Lord, whioh ho spake by 
his sorvant Ahijah the Shilonite; 

30 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and whioh ho made 
Israel sin, by his provocation where¬ 
with he provoked the Lord God of 
Israel to anger. 

31 Now the rest of the aots of Na¬ 
dab, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronioles 
of the kings of Israel ? 

32 And there was war hotween Au 
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and Baasha king of Israel all their 
days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king of 
Jadah oegan Baasha the eon of Ahi- 
jah to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, 
twenty and four yearB. 

34 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith 
he made Israel to sin. 

CIIAFTKH XVI. 

Jehu's prophecy—Zimri exeeuUth Jthxt’t 

prophecy—Omri iruide king—The king¬ 
dom divided —Omri buitdeih Samaria — 

Ahab succeed ell i him — Joshua's curie upon 

Hud. 

HEN tho word of the Lord came 
to Jehu the son of Hanani against 
Baasha, saying, 

2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out 
of tho dost, and made thee prinoe 
over my people Israel; and thou hast 
walked in the way of Jeroboam, and 
hast made my people Israel to sin, 
to provoke me toangerwith their sins; 

3 Behold, I will take away tho pos¬ 
terity of Baasha, and the posterity of 
hie house; and will make thy house 
like the houso of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat. 

4 Him that diclh of Baasha in the 
oity shall the dogs eat; and him that 
dieth of his in the fields shall the 
fowls of tho air oat. 

6 Now tho rest of the acts of Baasha, 
and what ho did, and his might, are 
they not written in tho book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

0 So Baasha slept with his fathors, 
and was buried in Tirzah ; and Elah 
hie son reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by tho hand of the 
prophet Jehu the son of Ilanani 
came tho word of the Lord against 
Baasha, aud against his house, even 
for all the evil Lhat ho did in the 
sight of the Lord, in provoking him 
to angor with the work of his hnnds, 
in being like the houso of Jeroboam ; 
and because he killod him. 

8 In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah tho 
son of Baasha to reign over Israel in 
Tirzah, two years. 

9 And his servant Zimri, captain | 
of half his chariots, conspired against I 
him, as ho was in Tirzah, drinking ; 
himself drunk in tho house of Arza 
steward of his house in Tirzah. 

10 And Zlrnal went lu and smote 


him, and hilled him, in the twenty 
and seventh year of Asa king of 
Judah, and reigned in his stead. 

11 And it came to pass, when he 
began to rdlgn, as soon as he sat on 
hiB throne, that he slew all the house 
of Baasha; ho left him not one Lhat 

isseth against a wall, neither of his 

inafolks, nor of his friends. 

12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the 
houso of Baasha, according to the 
word of the Lord, which he spake 
against Baasha by Jehu the prophet, 

13 For all the sins of Baasha, and 
the sins of Elah his son, by which 
they sinned, and by which they made 
Israel to sin, in provoking the Lord 
God of Israel to anger with their 
vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts oi Elah, 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of tho kings of Israel ? 

15 In the twenty and seventh year 
of Asa king of Judah did Zimn 
reign seven days in Tirzah. And 
the people were encamped against 
Gibbelhon, which belonged to the 
Philistines. 

10 And tho people that were en¬ 
camped heard say, Zimri hath con¬ 
spired, and hath also slain the king; 
wherefore all Israel made Omri, the 
captain of the host, king over Israel 
that day in the camp. 

17 And Omri went up from Gib- 
bethon, and all Israel with him, aud 
they besieged Tirzah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri 
saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king’s 
house, and burnt the king's Douse 
over him with fire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, 
in walking in tho way of Jeroboam, 
and in his sin which he did, to make 
Israel to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that ho wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

21 Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts; half of the 
people followed Tilmi the son of 
Oiiiath, to make him king ; and half 
followed Omri. 

22 But the people that followed 
Omri prevailed against the people 
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that followed Tlbnt the bod of Glnath; 
so Tlbnl died, and Omrl reigned. 

SS In the thirty and flrat year of 
Asa king of Judah began Omrl to 
reign over Israel, twelve years; six j 
years reigned he In Tlrzah. 

24 And he bought the hill Samaria! 
of Shemer for two talents of silver, 
and built on the hill, and called the 
name of the olty whloh he built, after 
the name of Shemer, owner of the 
hill, Samaria. 

26 But Omrl wrought evil In the 
eyes of the Lord, and did worse than 
all that were before him. 

28. For he walked In all the way of 
Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, and In 1 
his sin wherewith he made Israel to 
sin, to provoke the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael to anger with their vanities. 

27. Now l lie rest of the acts of Omrl 
which he did, and his might that he 
showed, are they not written In the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Israeli 

29. So Omrl slept with his fathers, 
and was burled In Samaria; and 
Ahab his son reigned In his stead. 

29. And In the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began 
Ahab the son of Omrl to reign over 
Israel; nnd Ahab the son of Omrl 
reigned over Israel In Samaria twenty 
and two years. 

90. And Ahah the son of Omrl did 
evil In the sight of the Lord above 
all that were before him. 

91. Ami It came to pass, as If It 
hnd been a light thing for him to 
walk in the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nelmt, that he took to wife Jeze¬ 
bel tlie daughter of Kthhaal king of 
the Zidonians, and went and served 
Bnai, and worshipped him. 

32 And he reared up an altar for 
Baal In the house of Baal, which he 
had built in Samaria. 

93 And Ahab made a grove; and 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lord 
God of Israel to anger than all the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 
34 In ills days did Hlel the Bethel- 
lto build Jericho; he laid the foun¬ 
dation thereof In Ablram hla first¬ 
born, and set up the gates thereof 
In his youngest son Segub accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord, whloh 
he Bpake by Joshua the son of 
Nan. 


CHAPTER XVTL 

Elijah fed by raven*—He to wnl to I Ms 
widow qf Zarepkath—He raineth the urt- 
dow'u son. 

A ND Elijah the Tlshblte, who was 
of the inhabitants of Gilead, 
said unto Ahah, Ah the Lord God 
of Israel liveth, before whom I 
stand, there shall not be dew nor 
rain these years, but according to my 
word. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 

3 Get thee hence, and rum thee 
eastward, and hide thyself by the 
brook Cherith, that Is before Jordan. 
4 And It shall be, that thou shalt 
drink of the brook; and I have 
commanded the ravens to feed thee 
there. 

6 So he went and did according 
unto the word of the Lord ; for he 
went and dwelt by the hrook Cherith, 
that is before Jordan. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread 
and flesh in the evening; and he 
drank of the hrook 
7 And It came to pass after a 
while, that the brook dried np, be¬ 
cause there had been no rain In the 
land. 

8 Aud the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 

9 Arise, get thee to Zarephath, 
which belongeth to Zldon, and dwell 
there; behold, I have commanded 
a widow woman there to sustain 
thee. 

10 So he arose and went to Zare¬ 
phath. And when he came to the 
gate of the city, behold, the widow 
woman was there gathering of sticks; 
and he called to bor, and said, Fetch 
me, I pray thee, a little water In a 
vessel, that I maydrlnk. 

11 And as she was going to fetch 
It, ho called to her, and said, Bring me, 
1 pray thee, a morsel of bread In 
thine hand. 

12 And she said, As the Lord thy 
God liveth, l have not a cake, but 
a handful of meal in a barrel, and a 
little oil In a cruse; and, behold, I 
mn gathering two sticks, that 1 may 
go in and dress it for me and my 
son, that we may eat It, and die. 

19 And Elijah said unto her, Fear 
not; go and do as thou host said; 
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but amke me thereof a little cake 
first, and bring it unto me, and after 
make for thee and for thy Bon. 

14 For thus eaith the Lord God of 
larael, The barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither Bhall the cruse of oil 
fail, until the day that the Lord send- 
elh rain upon the earth. 

15 And she went and did accord¬ 
ing to the saying of Elijah; and she, 
and he, and her house, did eat many 
days. 

16 And the barrel of meal wasted 
not, neither did the cruBe of oil fail, 
aooording to the word of the Lord, 
which ho spake by Elijah. 

IT And it came to pass after these 
things, that the Bon of the woman, 
the mistress of the house, fell sick; 
and his sicknoBB was so sore, that 
there was no breath left in him. 

18 And she said unto Elijah, lYhat 
have I to do with theo, 0 thou man 
of God? art thou oome unto me to 
call my sin to remembrance, and to 
slay my son ? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me 
thy son. And he took him out of 
her bosom, and carried him up into 
a loft, where he abode, and laid him 
upon his own bed. 

20 And he cried unto the Lord, 
and said, 0 Lord my God, hast thou 
also brought evil upon the widow 
with whom I sojourn, by slaying her 
son ? 

21 And he stretched himself upon 
the child three times, and cried unto 
the Lord, and said, 0 Lord my God, 
I pray thee, let this child’s soul come 
iDto him again. 

22 And the Lord heard the voice 
of Elijah ; and the soul of the child 
came into him again, and he revived. 

23 And Elijah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the cham¬ 
ber into the house, and delivered him 
unto hie mother; and Elijah said, Sec, 
thy son liveth. 

24 And the woman said to Elijah, 
Now by this I know that thou art a 
man of God, and that the word of the 
Lord in thy mouth is truth. 

CHAPTER XVin. 

Elijah, tent to A hah, mezleih Obadiah — Eli¬ 
jah tlayelh Boatsprophet*—Elijah obtain- 
cth rain. 

ND it oame to paes after many 
days, that the word of the 


Lord came to Elijah In the third 
year, saying, Go, show thyself unto 
Ahab ; and I will send rain upon the 
earth. 

2 And Elijah went to show himself 
unto Ahab. And there was a sore 
famine in Samaria. 

3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which 
wae the governor of his house. (Now 
Obadiah feared the Lord greatly; 

4 For it was bo, when Jezebel cut 
off the prophets of the Lord, that 
Obadiah took a hundred prophets, 
and hid them by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water.) 

5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the land, unto all fountains of 
water, and unto all brooks; perad- 
venture we may find grass to save 
the horses and mules alive, that we 
lose not all the beasts. 

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it; Ahab 
went one way by himself, and Oba¬ 
diah went another way by himself. 

7 And as Obadiah was in the way, 
behold, Elijah met him ; and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, 
Art thou that my lord Elijah ? 

8 And he answered him, I am; go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 

9 And he said, "What have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy ser- 
vant into the hand of Ahab, to slay 
me ? 

10 As the Lord thy God liveth, 
there is no nation or kingdom, whi¬ 
ther my lord hath not sent to seek 
theo; and when they said, He is not 
thero; he took an oath of the king¬ 
dom and nation, that they found thee 
not. 

11 And now thou sayest, Go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon ns I am gone from thee, that 
the Spirit of the Lord shall carry 
thee whither I know not; and so 
when I oome and tell Ahab, and he 
cannot find thee, he shall slay me; 
but I thy servant fear the Lord from 
my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I 
did when Jezebel slew the prophets 
of the Lord, how I hid a nundred 
men of the Lord’s prophets by fifty 
in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water ? 

14 And now tbon sayest. Go, tell 
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thy lord, Behold, Elijah is hero; and 
ho shall slay me. 

15 And Elijah said, As the Lord of 
boats livcth, beforo whom I stand, I 
will surely show myself unto him to¬ 
day. 

16 So Obadiub went to meet Ahnb, 
and told him; and Ahab wont to 
meet Elijah. 

17 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto 
him, Art thou he that tronblcth Is¬ 
rael ? 

18 And ho answered, I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou, and thy 
father's house, in that ye have forsa¬ 
ken the commandments of the Lord, 
and tbou hast followed Baalim. 

19 Now th:roforo send, and gather 
to me all Israel unto mount Carmel, 
and the prophets of Baal four hun¬ 
dred and fifty, and the prophets of 
the groves four hundred, wnich eat 
at Jezebel's table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and gathered the pro¬ 
phets together unto mount Carmel. 

21 And Elijah camo unto all the 
people, and said, How long halt ye 
between two opinions? if the Lord 
be God, follow him ; but if Baal, thon 
follow him. And the people answer¬ 
ed him not a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the peo¬ 
ple, I, oven I only, remain a prophet 
of the Lord; but Baal’s prophotB are 
four hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two 
bullocks; nod let them choose one 
bulloak for themselves, and out it in 
pieces, and lay it on wood, and pat 
no fire under; and I will dress the 
other bullock, and lay it on wood, 
and put no fire under ; 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of 
the Lord; and the God that nnswer- 
eth by fire, lot him be God. And all 
the people answored and said, It is 
well spoken. 

95 And Elijah said unto the proph¬ 
ets of Baal, Choose you one bullock 
for yourselves, aDd dress it first; 
for ye are many ; and oall on the 
name of your gods, but put no fire 
under. 

26 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and they dressed it, 
•nd oalled on the name of Baal from 


morning even until noon, saying, 0 
Baal, hear us. But there was no 
voice, nor any that answered. And 
they leaped upon the altar which was 
made. 

27 And it camo to pass at noon, 
that Elijah mocked them, and said, 
Cry aloud; for ho is a god; either 
he is talking, or he is pursuing, or 
ho is in a journey, or peradventure 
he sleepeth, and must he awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood 
gushed out upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid¬ 
day was past, and they prophesied 

; until the time of the offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that there was 
! neither voice, nor auy to answer, nor 
any that regarded. 

30 And Elijah said unto all the 
people, Come near unto me. And 
all the people came near unto him. 
And he repaired the altar of the Lord 
that was broken down. 

31 And Elijah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the 
word of tho Lord came, saying, Is¬ 
rael shall be thy name; 

32 And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the Lord; and 
he made a trench about the altar, as 
great as would contain two measures 
of Beed. 

33 And ho put the wood in order, 
and out the Dullook in pieces, and 
laid him on the wood, and said, Fill 
four barrels with water, and pour it 
on the burnt sacrifice, and on the 
wood. 

34 And he said, Do it the second 
time. And they did it the seaond 
time. And he said, Do it the third 
time. And they did it the third 
time. 

35 And the water ran round about 
the altar; and he filled the trench 
also with water. 

36 And it caine to pass at the time 
of the offering of the evening sacri¬ 
fice, that Elijah the prophet came 
near, and Baid, Lord God of Abra¬ 
ham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be 
known this day that thou art God 
in Israel, and that I am thy servant, 
and that I have dono all these things 
at thy word. 
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in the entering in of the cove. And, 
behold, there come & voice unto him, 
and said, What doest thou here, 
Elijah ? 

14 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts; 
bcoause the ohildren of Israel have 
forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, even I only, 
am left; and they seek my life, to take 
it away. 

15 And the Lord said unto him. 
Go, return on thy way to the wilder¬ 
ness of Damascus; and when thou 
oomest, anoint Hazael to be king over 
Syria; 

16 And Jehu the son of Nirnshi 
shalt thou anoint to be king over 
Israel; and Elisha the son of Shn- 
pbat of Abel-meholah shalt thou 
anoint to bo prophet in thy room. 

17 And it shall oomo to pass, that 
him that escapeIh the sword of 
Hazael shall Jehu slay; and him 
that csoapoth from the sword of Jehu 
shall Elisha Blay, 

18 Yet I have left me seven thou¬ 
sand in Israel, all the kneeB which 
have not bowed unto Baal, and every 
mouth whioh hath not kissed him. 

19 So he departed thence, and found 
Elisha the son of Shaphat, who was 

loughing with twelve yoke of oxen 
efore him, and he with tho twelfth ; 
and Elijah passed by him, and cast 
his mantle upon him. 

20 And he left tho oxen, and ran 
after Elijah, and said, Let me, 1 pray 
thee, kiss my fathor and my mother, 
and then 1 will follow thee. And ho 
said unto him, Go baok again; for 
what havo 1 done to thee? 

21 And he returned baok from him 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew 
thorn, and boiled their flesh with the 
instruments of the oxen, and gave 
unto the people, and they did eat. 
Then he arose, and went after Elijah, 
and ministered unto him. 

CIIAPTKR XX. 

Ben-hadad besiegeth Samaria—The Syrians 
are slain—The Syrians art smitten again 
— The pr<mhti daunmeeth OotTs judgment 
against A hub. 

A ND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered nil his host together; 
and thero were thirty and two kingB 
with him. and horses and ohariots j 
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and he went up and besieged Sama¬ 
ria, and warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 
king of Israel into the city, and said 
unto him, Thus saith Bon-hadad, 

3 Thy silver and thy gold is rnino; 
tby wives also and thy children, even 
the goodliest, arc mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and Baid, My lord, 0 king, according 
to thy saying, I am thine, and all 
that T have. 

5 And the messengers came again, 
and said, thus speaketh Bcn-badud, 
saying, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shall deliver me 
thy silver and thy gold, and thy 
wives, and thy children ; 

6 Yet I will send my servants unto 
thee to-morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine bouse, and 
tho houses of thy servants; and it 
shall be, that whatsoever is pleasant 
in thine eyes, they shall put it in 
their hand and carry it away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, Mark, 
I pray you, and see how this man 
sccketh mischief; for ho sent unto me 
for my wivcB, aod for my children, 
and for ray silver, and for my gold , 
and I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all tho peo- 
lo said unto him, Hearken not unto 
im, nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the mes¬ 
sengers of Ben-hadad, Toll my lord 
the king, All that thou didst send for 
to thy servant at tho first I will do; 
but this thing I may not do. And 
the raossongors departed, and brought 
him word again. 

10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, 
and said, The gods do so unto me, 
and more also, If the dust of Samaria 
shall suffice for handfuls for all the 
people that follow me. 

11 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, Tell him. Let not him that 
girdeth on his harness boast himself 
as he that putteth It off. 

12 And It oame to pass, when Ben- 
hadad heard this message, as he 
was drinking, he and the kings in 
the pavilions, that he said unto his 
servants. Set yourselves iu array. 
And they set themselves In array 
against the olty. 

13 And behold there oame a pro- 
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Him. Then Ben hadad came forth 
to him ; nod he caused him to come 
cp info (ho chariot. 

34 And llcn-hndad said unto him, 
The cities, which my father took 
from thy father, I will restore; and 
thru shalt make streets for thee in 
Damascus, as my father made in Sa¬ 
maria. Then said Abab, I will send 
thee away wilh this covenant. So 
he made a covenant wilh him, and 
Bent him away. 

35 And a certain man of the sons 
of the prophets said unLo hie neigh¬ 
bour in the word of the Lord, Smite 
me, I prny thee. And the man re¬ 
fused to smite him. 

36 Then said he unto him, Because 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art 
departed from me, a lion shall slay 
thee. And as soon as ho was depart¬ 
ed from him, a lion found him, and 
slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And 
the man smote him, so that in smiting 
he woundod him. 

38 So the prophet dopartod, and 
waited for the king by the way, and 
disguised himself with ashes upon 
hie faoo. 

30 And as tho king passed by, he 
cried unto the king; and he said, 
Thy servant went out into the midst 
of the battle; and, behold, a man 
turned aside, and brought a man 
unto me, and said, Keep this man; 
if by any means he be missing, then 
shall thy life he for his life, or else 
Ihou shalt pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as Lhy servant was busy 
here and there, he was gone. And 
the king of Israel said unto him, So 
■hall thy judgment be; thyself hast 
deoided it. 

41. And he hasted, and took tho 
ashes away from his faoe; and the 
king of Israel discerned him that he 
was of tho prophets. 

42 And he said unto him, Thns 
■aith the Lord, Because thou hast 
let go out of thy hand a man whom 
I appointed to utter destruction, there¬ 
fore Lhy life shall go for his life, and 
thy poople for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to 
his boose heavy and displeased, and 
eome to Samaria. 


CHAPTER XXI. 

Ahab taketh NaboUt's vineyard - Elijah de¬ 
nounce th judgments against Ahab and 

Jezebel. 

ND it came to pass after these 
things, that Naboth, the Jeered- 
ito had a vineyard, which was in 
Jczreel, hard by the palaco of Ahab 
king of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, 
saying, Give me tby vineyard, that 
I may have it for a garden of herbs, 
because it is near unto my house; 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it; or, if it seem good 
to thee, I will give thee the worth of 
it in money. 

3 And Nabofti said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that I should 
givo the inheritance of my fathers 
unto thee. 

4 And Abab oame into bis house 
heavy and displeased heoauso of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite 
had spoken to him ; for be bud said, 
I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And ho laid him down 
upon his bed, and turned away his 
face, and would eat no bread. 

5 But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and Baid unto him, Why is lhy spirit 
so Bad, that thou eatest no bread 7 

6 And he Baid unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him, Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it pleaBe thee, 
I will give thee another vineyard for 
it; and he anewored, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the king¬ 
dom of Israel ? arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart he merry; I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahah’s 
name, and sealed them wilh hie seal, 
and sont tho letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his 
city, dwelling with Naboth. 

0 And she wrote in the letters, say¬ 
ing, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people; 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
hefore him, to bear witness against 
him, sayiDg, Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king. And then oarry 
him out, and stone him, that he may 
die. 
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phet onto Ahab king of Israel, say¬ 
ing, Thus saith tho Lord, Hast 
thou seen all this great multitude ? 
behold, I will deliver it into thine 
hand this day ; and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

14 And Ahab said, By whom 7 
And he said, Thus eaith the Lord, 
Even by the young men of tho 
princes of the provinces. Then he 
said, Who Bhall order the battle 7 
And he answered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princeB of the provinces, 
and they were two hundred and thirty- 
two; and after them he numbered all 
the people, even all the children of Is¬ 
rael, heing seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself 
drunk in the pavilions, ho and the 
kings, the thirty and two kings that 
helped him. 

17 And the young men of the 
princes of the provinces went out 
first; and Bcn-hadad sent out, and 
they told him, saying, There are men 
eome out of Samaria. 

18 And ho Baid, Whether they be 
oome out for peace, take them alive; 
or whether they be come out for war, 
take them alive. 

19 So these young men of the 
princes of the provinces came out of 
the oity, and the army which followed 
them. 

20 And they slew every one his 
man; and the Syrians fled; and 
Israel pursued them ; and Ben-hadad 
the king of Syria escaped on a horse 
with the horsemen. 

21 And the king of Israel went out, 
and emote the horses and chariots, 
and slew the Syrians with a great 
slaughter. 

22 And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, 
Go, strengthen thyself, and mark, 
and see what thou doost; for at the 
return of the yoar the king of Syria 
will come up against thee. 

23 And tho servants of the king of 
Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills ; therefore they were 
stronger than we; but let us fight 
against them in the plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the 
kings away, every man out of his 


place, and put captains in their 
rooms; 

25 And number thee an army, like 
tho army that thou bast lost, horse 
for horso, and chariot for chariot; 
and we will fight against them in 
the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they. And he heark¬ 
ened unto their voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the re¬ 
turn of the year that Ben-hadad num¬ 
bered the Syriane, and went up to 
Aphek, to fight against Israel. 

27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went againBt them; and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syrians 
filled the country. 

28 And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, 
and said, Thus saith the Lord, Be¬ 
cause the Syrians have said, The 
Lord is God of the hills, bnt he is not 
God of the valleys, therefore will I 
deliver all this great multitude into 

| thine hand, and ye shall know that I 
am the Lord. 

29 And they pitched one over 
against the other seven days. And 
so it was, that in the seventh day the 
battle was joined; and the children 
of Israel Blew of the Syrians a hun¬ 
dred thousand footmen in one day. 

30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the city; and there a wall fell upon 
twenty and seven thousand of the 
men that were left. And Ben-hadad 
fled, and came into the city, into au 
inner chamber. 

31 And his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are 
merciful kings; let us, I pray thee, 
put sackcloth on our loins, and ropes 
upon our heads, and go out to the 
king of Israel; peradventure he will 
save thy life. 

32 So they girded Backcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, 
and came to the King of Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad eaith, I 

ray thee, let mo live. And he said, 
b he yet alive7 he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently ob- 
sorve whether any thing would come 
from him, and did hastily catch it; 
and they said. Thy brother Ben- 
hadad. Then he said, Go ye, bring 
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to him ; and he oaused him to come 
an into the chariot. 

34 And lJcn-hadnd said unto him, 
The cities, which my father took 
from thy father, I will restore; and 
thru shall make streets for thee in 
Damascus, as my father made in Sa¬ 
maria. Then said Ahab, I will send 
llico away with this covenant. So 
in* made a covenant with him, and 
sent him away. 

35 And a certain man of the eons 
of tho prophets said unto his neigh¬ 
bour in the word of the Lord, Smite 
me, I pray thee. And the man re¬ 
fused to smite him. 

36 Then said be unto him. Because 
thou bast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art 
departed from me, a lion shall slay 
thee. And as soon as ho was depart¬ 
ed from him, a lion found him, and 
slow him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And 
tho man smote him, so that in smiting 
he wounded him. 

38 So tho prophet departed, and 
waited for the king by tho way, and 
disguised himself with ashes upon 
his faoo. 

39 And aB tho king passed by, he 
cried onto tho king; and he said, 
Thy servant went out into the midst 
of tho battle; and, behold, a man 
torned aside, and brought a man 
unto me, and said, Eeep this man ; 
if by any means he be missing, then 
shall thy life be for his life, or else 
thou ehalt pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy 
here and there, he waB gone. And 
the king of Israel eaid unto him, So 
■hall thy judgment be; thyself hast 
dooided it. 

41. And he hasted, and took the 
ashes away from his face; and the 
king of Israel disoerned him that he 
was of tho prophets. 

42 And he said unto him, Thne 
faith the Lord, Beoause thou hast 
let go out of thy hand a man whom 
I appointed to utter destruction, there¬ 
fore thy life shall go for his life, and 
thy people for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to 
hif house heavy and displeased, and 
aame to Samaria. 


Ahab taktth Naboth’s vineyard—Elijah de> 
nounceth judgments ayaimt Ahab and 
Jezebel. 

ND it caiuo to pass after these 
things, that Naboth, tho Jczrecl- 
ito had a vineyard, which was in 
Jczrcel, hard by the palace of Ahab 
king of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, 
saying, Give me tby vineyard, that 
I may have it for a garden of herbs, 
because it is near unto my house; 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it; or, if it seem good 
to thee, 1 will give thee the worth of 
it in money. 

3 And Nftbofti said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that I should 
give tho inheritance of my fathers 
unto thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreolite 
had spoken to him ; for he hud said, 
I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And ho laid him down 
upon his bed, and turned away his 
face, and would eat no bread. 

5 But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit 
so sad, that thou eatest no bread ? 

6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him, Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it please thee, 
I will give thee another vineyard for 
it; and he answered, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel hi9 wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the king¬ 
dom of Israel ? arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart be merry; I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’B 
name, aDd sealed them with his seal, 
and sent tho letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his 
city, dwelling with Naboth. 

0 And she wrote in the letters, say¬ 
ing, Proolaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people; 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against 
him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king. And then oarry 
him out, and stone him, that he may 
die. 
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11 And the men of hi? city, even 
the oldoiB and the nobles who were 
the inhabitants in hifl city, did ns 
Jezebel had sent unto them, and as it 
was written in the letters which nhe 
had Beni unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, 
children of Belial, and sat before 
him; and the men of Belial witnessed 
against him, even against Naboth, 
in the presence of the people, saying, 
Naholh did blaspheme God and the 
king. Then they carried hijn forth 
out of the city, and stoned him with 
Btones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, say¬ 
ing, Naboth iB stoned, and is dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Jeze- 
hel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab, Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Nabotn the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for 
money; for Naboth is not alive, but 
dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that 
Ahab rose up to go down to the vine¬ 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to tako 
possession of it. 

17 And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab, 
king of Israel, which is in Samaria; 
behold he is in the vineyard of Na¬ 
both, whither he is gone down to 
possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith tne Lord, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken possession ? 
And thou shalt speak unto him, say¬ 
ing, Thus saith the Lord, In tbe 
place where dogs licked the blood of 
Naboth shall dogs lick thy blood, 
even thine. 

20 And Ahah said to Elijah, Hast 
thou found me, 0 mine enemy ? And 
he answered, I have found thee; 
because thou hast sold thyself to 
work evil in the sight of the Lord. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thy posterity, 
and will out off from Ahab nim that 
pisseth against Ihe wall, and him 
that is shut up and left in Israel. 

22 And will make thine houso like 
the houae of'Jeroboam the son of 


Nehat, and like the house of Baasha 
the sron of Ahijah, for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lord, saying, The dogs shall eat 
Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. 

24 Him that dicth of Abab in the 
city the dogs shall eal; and him that 
dieth in the Geld shall tbe fowl9 of 
the air eat. 

25 But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to wjife 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
whom Jezebel big wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very aouminably in 
following idols, according to all 
things as did the Ainorites, whom 
the Lord cast out before the children 
of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
flesh, and fasted, and lay in sack¬ 
cloth, and went softly. 

28^ And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Scost thou how Ahab humblelh 
himself before me? because he hum- 
bleth himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his days ; but in his 
son’s days will I bring the evil upon 
hiB house. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Ahab it slain—Ahaeinh sucxxedeth Ain*— 
Jthoshaphafs reign — J&horam ninrerUih 
him — Ahazinh't reign. 

ND they continued three year? 
without war between Syria and 
Israel. 

2 And it came to pass in the third 
year, that Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah oame down to the king of 
Israel. 

3 And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants, Know ye that Ramoth 
in Gilead is ours, and we be still, and 
take it not out of the hand of the 
king of Syria ? 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with mo to battle to 
Ramoth-gilcnd ? And Jehoshaphat 
said to the king of Israel, I am aj 
thou art, my people os thy people, 
my horses as thy norse9. 

5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to-day. 

6 Then the king of Israel gathered 
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the prophets together, about four I scattered upon the hills, as sheep that 
hundred men, and said unto them, have not a shepherd ; and the Lord 


Shall I go against Ramoth-gilead to 
battle, or shall I forbear? And they 
said, Oo up; for the Lord shall 
deliver it into the hand of tho king. 

7 Aud JehoBhaphat said, Is thero 
not here a prophet of the Lord be¬ 
sides, that wo might inquire of him ? 

8 Aud the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micainh the son of Imlah, by whom 
we may inquire of tho Lord ; but I 
bale him ; for he doth not prophesy 
good concerning mo, but evil. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king 
Buy so. 

0 Then the king of Israel oalled an 
officer, and said, Hasten hither Mica- 
iah tho eon of Imlah. 

10 And the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah sat 
each on his throne, having put on 
their robes, in a void placo iu the 
entrance of tho gate of Samaria; and 
all the prophets prophesied before 
them. 

11 And Zedckiah the eon of Che- 
naanah made him horns of iron ; and 
he Baid, Thus saith the Lord, With 
these shall thou push the Syrians, 
until thou have consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying, Oo up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper; for the Lord shall 
deliver it into the king’s hand. 

13 And the mossenger that was 
gone to call Mioaiah spake unto him, 
saying, Dchold now, tho words of the 
prophets declare good unto the king 
with one mouth ; let thy word, I pray 
thee, be like the word of one of 
them, and speak that which is good. 

14 And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak. 

15 So he came to the king. And 
the king said unto him, Mioaiah, 
shall we go against Ramoth-gilead to 
battle, or shall we forbear? And he 
answered him, Go, and prosper; for 
tho Lord shall deliver it into the hand 
of the king. 

10 And the king said unto him, 
How many times shall I adjure thee 
that thou tell me nothing but that 
whioh is true in the name of the 
Lord 7 

17 And he said, I saw all Israel 


said, These have no master; let them 
return every man to his house in 
peace. 

IS And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell that he 
would prophesy no good concerning 
me, but evil ? 

19 And he said, Hear thou therefore 
tho word of the Lord; I saw the 
Lord Hitting on his throne, and all 
the hoGt of heaven standing by him 
on his right hand and on his left. 

20 And the Lord said, Who shall 
persuade Ahab, that he may go up 
and fall at Ramoth-gilead ? And one 
said on this manner, and another 
said on that mauner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, 
and stood before tho Lord, and said, 
I will persuade him. 

22 And the Lord said unto him, 
Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth, and I will bo a lying spirit in 
the mouth of all his prophets. And 
ho said, Thou shalt persuade him, and 
prevail also; go forth, and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, tho Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in tho mouth 
of all these thy prophets, and the 
Lord hath spoken evil concerning 
thee. 

24 But Zcdekiah the son of Che- 
naanah went near, and smote Miaaiah 
on the choek, and said, Whiah way 
went the Spirit of the Lord from me 
to speak unto theo ? 

25 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, when thou shall 
go into an inner ohamber to hide 
thyself. 

26 And the king of Israel said, 
Take Micaiah, and carry him back 
unto Amon the governor of the city, 
and to JoaBh the king’s son ; 

27 And say, Thus Baith the king. 
Put this fellow in tho prison, and 
feed him with bread of affliction and 
with water of affliction, until I come 
in peace. 

28 And Mioaiah said, If thou return 
at all in peaoe, the Lord bath nnt 
spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, 
0 peoplo, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah went 
up to Ramoth-gilead. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto 
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Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but put 
thou on thy robes. And the king of 
Israel disguised himself, and went 
into the battle. 

31 But the king of Syria commanded 
his thirty and two captains that had 
rule over his chariots, saying, Fight 
neither with small nor great, save 
only with the king of Israel. 

32 And it came to paBB, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jchosha- 
phat, that they said, Surely it is the 
king of Israel. And they turned 
aBidc to fight against him; and Jc- 
hoshaphat cried out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the 
oaptains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, 
that they turned hack from pursuing 
him. 

34 And a certain man drew a how 
at a venture, and emote the king 
of Israel hetween the joints of the 
harness ; wherefore he said unto the 
driver of his chariot, Turn thine 
hand, and carry me out of the host; 
for I am wounded. 

35 And the battle increased that 
day; and the king was stayed up in 
his chariot against the Syrians, and 
died at even; and the hlood ran out 
of the wound into the midst of the 
chariot. 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the son, saying, Every man 
to his oity, and every man to hie own 
oountry. 

37 So the king died, and was 
hrooght to Samaria; and they bnried 
the king in Samaria. 

38 And one washed the chariot iu 
the pool of Samaria ; and the dogs 
lioked up his blood ; and they washed 
biB armour; according unto the word 
of the Lord which he spake. 

39 Now the reet of the acta of 
Ahah, and all that he did, and the 
ivory house which he made, and all 
the cities that he built, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Israel 7 

40 So Ahah slept with his fathers; 
and Ahaziah his sou reigned in his 
stead. 

41 And Jehosbaphat the son of 


Asa began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahah king of Israel. 

42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign ; 
and he reigned twenty and five years 
in Jerusalem. And bis mother's 
name wae Azubah the daughter of 
Shilhi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways 
of Asa his father; he turned not 
aside from it, doing that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord; never¬ 
theless the high places were not 
taken away ; for the people offered 
and humt incense yet in the high 
places. 

44 And Jehoehaphat made peace 
with the king of Israel. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, and his might that he 
showed, and how he warred, are they 
not written in the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah ? 

46 And the remnant of the sodom¬ 
ites, which remained in the days of 
his father Asa, he took out of the 
land. 

47 There was then no king in 
Edom ; a deputy was king. 

48 Jehoshaphat made ships of 
Tharshish to go to Ophir for gold; 
hut they went not; for the ships 
were broken at Ezion-geher. 

49 Then said Ahaziah the son of 
Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let my ser¬ 
vants go with thy servants in the 
ships. But Jehoshaphat would not 

50 And Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fa¬ 
thers in the oity of David his father; 
and Jehoram his son reigned in his 
stead. 

51 Ahaziah the son of Ahah hegan 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
seventeenth year of Jehoshaphatking 
of Judah, and reigned two years over 
Israel. 

52 And he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and walked in the way 
of his father, and in the way of bis 
mother, and iu the way of Jerohoam 
the son of Nehat, who made Israel 
to sin; 

53 For he served Baal, and wor¬ 
shipped him, and provoked to anger 
the Lord God of Israel, according to 
all that his father had done. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Moot rtbtUdh — Elijah bringelh Jin from 
heaxxn upon the captain* — Hr, UUeth the 
king of hie dtxith, 

HEN Moab robclled against Is¬ 
rael after the doath of Ahab. 

2 And Ahaziah fell down through 
a lattice in his upper chamber that 
was in Samaria, and was sick; and 
he sent messengers, and said unto 
them, Go, inquire of Baal- 2 ebub the 
god of Ekron whether I shall recover 
of this disease. 

3 But tbe angel of the Lord Baid to 
Elijah the Tiebbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of tho king of 
Samaria, and say unto them, Is it 
not beeause there is not a God in 
Israel, that ye go to inquire of Banl- 
zebub the god of Ekron ? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the 
Lord, Thou shalt not oome down 
from that bed on which thou art 
gone up, but shalt surely dio. And 
Elijah doparted. 

5 And when the messengers turned 
hack unto him, he said unto them, 
Why are ye now turned back ? 

6 And they said uuto him, There 
oame a man up to meet us, and said 
unto us, Go, turn again unto the 
king that sent you, and Bay unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Is it not 
because there is not a God in Israel, 
that thou sendest to inquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron ? therefore 
thou Bhalt not come down from that 
bed on whioh thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. 

7 And he said unto them, What 
manner of man was ho whioh came 
np to meet yon, and told you these 
wordB ? 

8 And they answered him, He was 
a hairy man, and girt with a girdle 
of leather about his loins. And he 
said, It iB Elijah the Tiehbite. 

0 Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And 
he went up to him ; and, behold, he 
sat on tho top of a hill. And he 
spake unto him, Thou man of God, 
the king hath said, Come down. 

10 And Elijah answered and Baid 
to the captain of fifty, If I be man 


of God, then lot fire oomo down out 
of heaven and consume thee and thy 
fifty. And there oamo down fire out 
of heaven, and consumed him and 
his fifty. 

11 Again also he sent unto him 
another captain of fifty with his fifty. 
And ho answered and said unto him, 
0 man of God, thus hath the king 
said, Como down quickly. 

12 And Elijah answered and said 
unto them, If I bo a man of God, 
let fire come down out of heaven, 
and consume thee and thy fifty, 
And the fire of God came down out 
of heaven, and consumed him and 
his fifty. 

13 And he sent again a captain of 
the third fifty with his fifty. And 
the third captain of fifty went up, 
and came and fell on his knees be¬ 
fore Elijah, and besought him, and 
said unto him, 0 man of God, I pray 
thee, lot my life, and the life of tnese 
fifty thy servants, be preoious in thy 
sight. 

14 Behold, there oame fire down 
out of heaven, and burnt up the two 
captains of the former fifties with 
their fifties; therefore let my life 
now be precious in thy sight. 

15 And the angel of tho Lord said 
unto Elijah, Go down with him; be 
not afraid of him. And he arose, 
and went down with him unto the 
king. 

16 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
tbe Lord, Forasmuoh as tbou haBt 
sent messengers to inquiro of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron, is it not 
beoause there is no God in Israel to 
inquire of his word ? therefore thou 
shalt not oome down off that bed on 
whioh thou art gone up, but shall 
surely die. 

17 So he died according to the word 
of the Loii which Elijah iad spoken. 
And Jehoram reigned in his stead, in 
the second year of Jehoram tho son 
of JehoBhaphat king of Judah; be 
cause he had no son. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of 
Ahaziah whioh he did, are they not 
written in tbe book of the Chroniolea 
of the kings of Israel?

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CHAPTER II. 

Elijah dimdr-th Jordan, and it taken up into 

heaven — Elijah't man tie—The young pro¬ 
phets—Elisha heaUih the waters—Bears 

destroy the children that mocked Elisha, 
ND it came to pass, when the 
Lord would take up Elijah into 
hcavon by a whirlwind, that Elijah 
went with Elisha from Gilgal. 

2 And Elijah said unto Elisha, 
Tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lord 
hath sent me to Beth-el. And Elisha 
said unto him, As the Lord liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. So they went down to 
Beth-el. 

3 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Beth-el oame forth to Elisha, 
and said unto him, Knowcst thou 
that the Lord will take away thy 
master from thy head to day ? And 
he said, Yea, I know it; hold ye 
your peace. 

4 And Elijah said unto him, Eli¬ 
sha, tarry here, I pray thee; for the 
Lord hath sent me to Jericho. And 
he Baid, As the Lord liveth, and as 
thy bouI liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they oame to Jerieho. 

5 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Jericho came to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Lord will take away thy master 
from thy head to-day? And he an¬ 
swered, Yea, I know it; hold ye your 
peace. 

6 And Elijah said unto him, Tarry, 
I pray thee, here; for the Lord hath 
sent me to Jordan. And he said, As 
the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And 
they two went on. 

7 And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophetB went, and stood to view afar 
off; and they two stood by Jordan. 

8 And Elijah took his mantle, and 
wrapped it together, and smote the 
waters, and they were divided hither 
and thither, so that they two went 
over on dry ground. 

9 And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I be taken away from thee. 
And Elisha said, I pray thee, let a 
double portion of thy spirit bo upon 
me. 

10 And he said, Thou haet asked 
a hard thing; nevertheless, if thon 
see me when I am taken from thee, 


it shall be so unto thee; hut if not, 
it shall not be so. 

11 And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, 
there appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, and parted them both 
asunder; and Elijah went up by a 
whirlwind into heaven. 

12 And Elisha saw it, and he cried, 
My father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof! 
And he saw him no more; and he 
took hold of his own clothes, and 
rent them in two pieces. 

13 He took up also the mantle of 
Elijah that fell from him, and went 
back, and stood by the bank of Jor¬ 
dan. 

14 And he took tho mantle of Eli¬ 
jah that fell from him, and Bmote 
the waters, and said, Where is the 
Lord God of Elijah? And when ho 
also had smitten the waters, they 
parted hither and thither; and Eli¬ 
sha went over. 

15 And when the sons of the pro¬ 
phets which were to view at Jericho 
saw him, they said, The spirit o' 
Elijah doth rest on Elisha. And 
they oame to meet him, and bowed 
themselves to the ground before him 

10 And they said unto him, Be 
hold now, there be with thy servant* 
fifty strong men; let them go, we 
pray thee, and seek thy master; 
lest peradventure the Spirit of the 
Lord bath taken him up, and cast 
him upon some inonntain, or into 
some valley. And he said, Ye abaM 
not send. 

17 And when they urged him till 
he was ashamed, he said, Send. Tbcv 
sent therefore fifty men; and thev 
sought three days, but found him 
not. 

18 And when they came again to 
him, (for he tarried at Jericho,) he 
said unto them, Did I not say unto 
you, Go not ? 

19 And the men of the city si\iJ 
unto Elisha, Behold, 1 pray thee, the 
situation of this city is pleasant, as 
my lord seeth ; but the water is 
naught, and the ground barren. 

20 And he said, Bring mo a new 
cruse, and put salt therein. And 
they brought it to him. 

21 And he went forth unto the 
spring of the waters, and out th* 
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»lt Id there, and said, Thus saith I 8 And he said, Whioh way shall we 


the Lord, I havo healed these waters; 
there shall not bo from thence any 
more death or barren land. 

22 So the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the Baying of 
Elisha which ho spake. 

23 And he went up from thence 
unto Bcth-cl; and as he was going 
up by the way, there carao forth little 
children out of the eity, and mocked 
him, and said unto him, Go up, thou 
bald head ; go up, thou bald head. 

24 And he turned back, and looked 
on them and cursed them in the 
name of he Lord. And there oame 
forth two she bears out of the wood, 
and tare forty and two ohildrcn of 
them. 

25 And he went from thence to 
mount Carmel, and from thence he 
returned to Samaria. 

CHAPTER III. 

Jehoram's reign—Maha rebrllcth—Elisha 

obtaineth water—The Moabites overcome — 

The king of Moab raiseth the siege. 

OW Jehoram the son of Ahnb 
began to reign over Israel in 
Samaria in the eighteenth year of 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, and 
reigned twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in tho aight 
of tho Lord ; but not like his father, 
and like his mother; for he put awny 
the image of Baal thal his fAther had 
made. 

3 Nevertheless he oleaved unto the 
sins of Jeroboam tho son of Nobat, 
whioh made Ieraol to sin ; he departed 
not therefrom. 

4 And Mosbft king of Moab was 
a eheepmastor, and rendered unto 
tho king of Israel a hundred thou¬ 
sand Irniibs, and a hundrod thousand 
rains, with the wool. 

6 But it onmo to pass, when Ahah 
was dead, that the King of Moab re¬ 
belled against the king of Israel. 

6 And king Jehoram wont out of 
Samaria the same time, and num¬ 
bered all Israol. 

7 And bo went and sent to Johosha- 
phat tho king of Judah, saying, 
The king of Moab hath rebelled 
againBt me; wilt thou go with me 
against Moab to battlo? And he 
said, I will go up ; I am as thou art, 
my people as thy people, and my 
hones as thy horses. 


go up? And ho answered, The way 
through the wilderness of Edom. 

0 So the king of Israel went, and 
the king of Judah, and the king 
of Edom; and they fetohed a com¬ 
pass of seven days' journey; and 
there was no water for the host, and 
for the cattle that followed them. 

10 And the king of Israel said, 
Alas ! that the Lord hath called these 
three kings together, to deliver them 
into Lhe hand of Moab ! 

11 But Jchoshaphat said, Is there 
not here a prophet of tho Lord, that 
we may inquire of the Lord by him ? 
And one of the king of Israel's ser¬ 
vants answered and said, Here is Eli¬ 
sha the eon of Shaphat, which pour¬ 
ed water on the hands of Elijah. 

12 And Jehoshaphat said, The word 
of tho Lord is with him. So the king 
of Israel and Jehoshaphat and the 
king of Edom went down to him. 

13 And Elisha said unto the king 
of Israel, What have I to do with 
thee? gel thee to the prophets of thy 
father, and to the prophets of thy 
mother. And the king of Israel said 
unto him, Nay; for the Lord hath 
called these three kings together, to 
deliver them into the hand of Moab. 

14 And Elisha said. As tho Lord 
of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the 

resence of Jehoshaphat (he king of 

udnh, I would not look toward thee, 
nor sec thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. 
Aud it caiou to pass, when the min¬ 
strel played, that the hand of the 
Lord oame upon him. 

10 And he said, Thus saith the Lord, 
Make this valloy full of ditohes. 

17 For thus saith the Lord, Yo shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye see 
rain ; yet that valley shall be filled 
with water, that ye may drink, both 
ye, and your oattle, and your beasts. 

18 And this is but a light thing in 
the sight of the Lord; he will deliver 
tho Moabites also into your hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenced 
oity, and every ohoice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all 
wellB of water, and mar every good 
pieoe of land with stones. 

20 And it oame to pass in the 
morning, when the meat offering was 
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offered, that, behold, there came wa¬ 
ter by the way of Edom, and the 
country was filled with water. 

21 And when all the Moahitea heard 
that the kings were come up to fight 
against them, they gathered all that 
were able to put on armour, and up¬ 
ward, and atood in the border. 

22 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and the sun shone upon the 
water, and the MoahiteB saw the wa¬ 
ter on the other Bide as red ae blood ; 

23 And they said, This is blood; 
the kings are surely slain, and they 
have smitten ono another; now there¬ 
fore, Moab, to the spoil. 

24 And when they came to the camp 
of Israel, the Israelites rose up and 
smote the Moabites, so that they fled 
before them; but they went forward 
smiting the Moabites, even in their 
country. 

25 And they beat down the cities, 
and on every good piece of land cast 
every man his stone, and filled it; 
and they stopped all the wells of wa¬ 
ter, and felled all the good trees; only 
in Kir-hamscth left they the stones 
thereof; howboit the slingers went 
about it, and smote it. 

26 And when the king of Moab saw 
that the battle was too sore for him, 
he took with him seven hundred men 
that drew swords, to break through 
even unto the king of Edom; but 
they could not. 

27 Then he took his eldest son 
thatshonld have reigned in his stead, 
and offered him for a burnt offering 
npon the wall. And there was great 
indignation against Israel; and they 
departed from him, and returned to 
their own land. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The widow 1 f oil—The good Shunammite — 

The deadly pottage—The twenty loaves. 
OW there cried a certain woman 
of the wives of the sons of tho 
prophets unto Elisha, saying, Thy 
servant my husband is dead; and 
thou knowest that thy servant did 
fear the Lord; and the oreditor is 
come to take unto him my two sons 
to be bondmen. 

2 And Elisha said nnto her, What 
shall I do for thee 7 tell me, what 
hast thou in the house? And Bhe 
said, Thine hand-maid hath not any 
thing in tbo bouse, Bave a pot of oil. 


3 Then he said, Go, borrow the*- 
vessels abroad of all thy neighbours 
even empty vessels; borrow not a few 

4 And when thou art come in, thon 
shalt shut the door upon thee an.J 
upon thy sons, and shalt pour out 
into all those vessels, and thou sha!t 
set aside that which is fall. 

5 So she went from him, and ehui 
tho door upon her and upon hersorn 
who brought the vessels to her; au I 
she poured out. 

6 And it came to pass, when tin 
vessels were full, that she said unt 
her son. Bring me yet a vessel. And 
he said unto her, There is not a ves¬ 
sel more. And the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the tutir. 
of God. And he said, Go. sell thr 
oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou 
and thy children of the rest. 

8 And it fell on a day, that Elisha 
passed to Shunem, where was a gre^t 
woman; and she constrained him 
eat bread. And so it was, that, n? 
oft as he passed by, ho turned it: 
thither to eat bread. 

9 And ebe said unto her husband 
Behold now, I peroeive that this ia n 
holy man of God, which passeth Kj 
us continually. 

10 Let us make a little chamber, 1 
pray thee, on the wall; and let us s.-i 
for him there a bed, and a table, and 
a stool, and a candlestick; and it 
shall be, when he comelh to us ( tb*i 
he shall tarn in thither. 

11 And it fell on a day, that he 
came thither, and he turned into the 
chamber, and lay there. 

12 And he said to Gehati his aer 
rant, Call this Shunammite. An-I 
when he had called her, she stn<-1 
before him. 

13 And he said unto him, Say 
unto her, Behold, thou hast be**" 
careful for us with all this oare 
what is to be done for thee; wouldeM 
thou be spoken for to the king, or 
the captain of the hoetP And pLp 
anawerod, I dwell among mine owo 
people. 

14 And ho said, What then is to be 
done for her? And Gchazi answered, 
Verily she hath no ohild, and her 
husband is old. 

15 And be said, Call her. And 
whon he bad called her, she stood Id 
the door. 
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thy loins, and take my staff In thine 


10 And he aaid, About this season, 
according to the time of life, thou 
■halt embrace a son. And she said, 
Nay, my lord, thou man of Qod, do 
not lie unto Ihino hand-maid. 

17 And the woman oonoeivod, and 
bare a son at that season that Elisha 
had said unto her, aooording to the 
time of life. 

18 And when the obild was grown. 
It fell on a day, that he went oot to 
his father to the reapers. 

19 And he said unto his father, 
My head, my head! And he said to 
a lad, Carry him to his mother. 

20 And when he had taken him, 
and brought him to his mother, be 
sat on bor knees till noon, and then 
died. 

21 And she went np, and laid him 
on the hed of the man of Qod, and 
shut the door upon him, and went 
out. 

22 And she oalled nnto her hus¬ 
band, and said, Send me, I pray 
thee, one of tho young men, and one 
of the asses, that I may run to the 
man of God, and oome again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to-day ? it is noither 
new moon, nor sabbath. And she 
said, It shall he well. 

24 Then sho saddled an ass, and 
said to her servant, Drivo, and go 
forward; slack not thy riding forme, 
eioept I bid thee. 

25 So eihe wont and came unto the 
man of God to mount Carmel. And 
it came to pass, when the man of 
God saw her afar off, that he aaid to 
Gehazi hie servant, Behold, yonder is 
that Shunammite; 

20 Run now, I pray theo, to meet 
her, and say unto hor, Is it well with 
thee? is it well with thy husband? is 
it well with the obild? and sho au- 
swerod, It is well. 

27 And whon she came to the man 
of Qod to the hill, she caught him by 
the feet; but Gehazi came near to 
thrust her away. And the man of 
God said, Let her alone; for her soul 
Is voxod within her; and the Lord 
bath hin it from me, and hath not 
told me. 

28 Thon she said, Did I desire a 
son of my lord ? did I not say, Do 
not deoet r e me ? 

29 Then he said to Gehaii, Gird ap 


hand, and go thy way; if thon meet 
any man, salute him not; and if any 
salute tbee, answer him not again; 
and lay my staff upon the face of the 
child. 

30 And the mother of the child said, 
As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
lireth, I will not leave thee. And he 
arose, and followed her. 

31 And Gehazi passed on befoie 
them, and laid the staff upon the 
face of the child; but there was nei¬ 
ther voice, nor hearing. Wherefore 
he went again to meet him, and told 
him, saying, The child is not awaked. 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the ohild was dead, 
and laid upon his bod. 

33 He went in thereforo, and shut 
the door upon them twain, and prayed 
unto tho Lord. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon 
tho obild, and put his mouth upon 
his mouth, and his eyos upon bis 
eyes, end his hands upon his hands; 
and he stretched himself upon the 
child; and the flesh of the child 
waxed warm. 

35 Then he returned and walked in 
the house to and fro; and wont up, 
and stretched himself upon him ; and 
tho child sneezed seven times, and 
the ohild opened his eyes. 

30 And he oalled Gehazi, and said, 
Call this Shunammite. So he called 
her. And when she was oomo in 
onto him, be said, Take up thy son. 

37 Thon she went in, and fell at 
his feet, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and took up her son, and 
went out. 

38 And Elisha came again to Gil- 
gal; and there was a dearth in tho 
land; and the sons of tho prophets 
were sitting hefore him; ana ho said 
unto hiB servant, Set on the great 
pot, and seethe pottage for the sons 
of the prophetB. 

39 And one went out into the field 
to gather herbs, and found a wild 
vine, and gathered thereof wild 
gourds his lap full, and came and 
shred them iDto the pot of pottage i 
for they knew them not. 

40 So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it oame to pass, as they 
were eating of the pottage, that they 
oried out, and said, 0 thou man of 
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God, there is death In the pot. 
they could not eat thereof. 

41 But he said, Then bring meal. 
And he cast it into the pot; and he 
■aid, Pour out for the people, that 
they may eat. And there was no 
harm in the pot. 

42 And there came a man from 
fiaal-ehalisha, and hrought the man 
of Qod hread of the first-fruits, 
twenty loaves of harley, and full ears 
of corn in the husk thereof. And he 
said, Give unto the people, that they 
may eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What, 
should I set this hefore a hundred 
men? fie Baid again, Give the peo¬ 
ple, that they may eat; for thus 
saith the Lord, They shall eat, aDd 
shall leave thereof. 

44 So he set it hefore them, and 
they did eat, and left thereof, accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord. 

CHAPTER V. 

tfaaman cured of his leprosy—Gthati smit¬ 
ten with leprosy. 

OW Naaman, captain of the 
host of the king of Syria, was 
a great man with his master, and 
honourable, because by him the Lord 
had given deliverance unto Syria; 
he was also a mighty man in valour, 
but he was a leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had hrought away 
captive out of the land of Israel a 
little maid : and she waited on Naa- 
man’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that is in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, saying, Thus and thus said the 
maid that is of the land of Israel. 

5 And tbe king of Syria said, Go 
to, go, and I will send a letter unto 
the king of Israel. And he departed, 
and took with him ten talents of sil¬ 
ver, and six thousand pieces of gold, 
and ten ohanges of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying. Now when 
this letter is oome unto thee, behold, 
I have therewith sent Naaman my 
servant to thee, that thou mayest re¬ 
cover him of his leprosy. 

7 And it oame to pass, when the 
king of Israel had read the letter. 


that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Am I God, to kill and to make alive, 
that this man doth send unto me to 
recover a man of his leprosy ? 'Where¬ 
fore consider, I pray you, and see 
how he seeketh a quarrel against me. 

8 And it was so, when Elisha the 
man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that he 
sent to the king, saying, Wherefoie 
hast thou rent thy clothes? let him 
come now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel. 

9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at 
the door of the house of Elisha. 

10 And Elisha sent a messenger 
onto him, saying, Go and wash in 
Jordan seven limes, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt he clean. 

11 Bnt Naaman was wroth, and 
went away, and said, Behold, I 
thought, He will surely come out In 
me, and stand, and call on the name of 
the Lord his God, and strike his haud 
over the place, and recover the leper 

12 Are not Abana and rhaqw, 
rivers of Damascus, better than nil 
the waters of Israel? may I not wash 
in them, and he clean ? So he turned 
and went away in a rage. 

13 And hie servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said. My fathi r, 
if the prophet had bid thee do some 
great thiDg, wouldest thou not han- 
done it? how much rather then, 
when he saith to thee, Wash, and he 
clean ? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, ac 
cording to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and he 
was clean. 

15 And he returned to the man of 
Qod, he and all his company, and 
came, and stood before him ; and he 
said, Behold, now I know that there 
is no God in all the earth, but in 
Israel; now therefore, I pray thee, 
tako a blessing of thy sorvant. 

10 But he said, As the Lord liveth, 
before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; 
but he refused. 

17 And Naaman said, Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 
servant two mules' burden of earth? 
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CHAPTER VI. 


for thy servant will henceforth offer 
neither burnt offering nor Baorifice 
onto other gods, but unto the Lord. 

18 In this thing tbo Lord pardon 
thy servant, that when ray master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he Icaneth on my 
hand, and I bow myself in the house 
of Rimmon; whon I bow down my¬ 
self in the house of Rimmon, tho 
Lord pardon thy Bervanlin this thing. 

19 And he said unto him. Go in 
peace. So ho departed from him a 
little way. 

20 But Gehazi, the servant of Elisha 
the man of God, Baid, Behold, my 
uiastor hath spared Naaman this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands 
that which he brought; but, as the 
Lord liveth, I will run after him, and 
take somewhat of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman. 
And when Naaman saw him running 
after him, be lighted down from the 
chariot to meet him, and said, Is all 
well ? 

22 And he said, All is well. My 
master hath sent me, saying, Behold, 
even now thero bo come to me from 
mount Ephraim two young men of 
the Bons of tho prophols; give them, 
I pray thee, a talent of silver, and 
two changes of garments. 

23 And Naaman said, Be contont, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
hags, with two ohanges of garments, 
and laid them upon two of his ser¬ 
vants ; and thoy bare them beforo 
them. 

24 And when he came to the towor, 
ho took them from thoir hand, and 
hestowed them in the house; and ho 
let the mon go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood beforo 
his master. And Elisha said unto 
him, Whonoe oomost thou, Gehazi? 
And he said, Thy servant went no 
whither. 

% 26 And ho said unto him, Went not 
mine heart with thoe, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet 
thee 7 Is it a time to reocive money, 
and to rcceivo garments, and olive- 
yards, and vineyards, and sbcop, and 
oxen, and men-servants, and maid¬ 
servants ? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naaman 
•hall oloave unto thee, and unto thy 


Beed for ever. And he went oat 
from his presence a leper as white aa 
snow. 

CHAPTER VL 

Elisha causeth iron to swim—He discloscth 

the king of Syria's counsel—The amj 

smitten with blindness—Women eat their 

own children. 

ND the sons of the prophets said 
unto Elisha, Behold now, the 
placo where wo dwell with iheo is 
too strait for ub. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto 
Jordan, and take thence every man a 
beam, and let us make us a place 
there, where we may dwell. And he 
answered, Go ye. 

3 And one said, Be content, I pray 
thee, And go with thy servants. And 
he answered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And when 
they came to Jordan, they cut down 
wood. 

5 But as one was felling a beam, 
the axc-head fell into tho water; and 
ho cried, and said, Alas, master! for 
it was borrowed. 

0 And the man of God said, Where 
fell it? And he showed him the 
place. And he out down a stick, and 
cast it in thither; and the iron did 
swim. 

7 Therefore said he, Take it up to 
thee. And he put out his hand, and 
took it. 

8 Then the king of Syria warred 
against Israel, and took counsel with 
his servants, saying, In such and 
such a place shall be my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent unto 
the king of Israel, saying, Beware 
that thou pass not such a place; for 
thither the Syrians are oome down. 

10 And the king of Israel sont to 
the placo which the man of God told 
him and warned him of, and saved 
himself there, not once nor twice. 

11 Therefore the heart of the king 
of Syria was sore troubled for this 
thing; and he oalled his servants, 
and said unto them, Will ye not show 
mo whioh of us is for the king of 
Israol 7 

12 And one of hiB servants Baid, 
None, my lord, 0 king; hut Elisha, 
the prophet that iB in Israel, lellolh 
the king of Israel the words that 
thou speakest in thy bed-ohambor. 

13 And he said, Go and spy where 
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he I§, that I may send and fetch him. 
And it was told him, saying, Behold, 
he is in Dothan. 

14 Therefore sent he thither horses, 
and chariots, and a great host; and 
they came by night, and compassed 
tho city about. 

15 And when the servant of the 
man of God was risen early, and gone 
forth, behold, a host compassed the 
oity both with horses and chariots. 
And his sorvant said unto him, Alas, 
my master! how shall we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear not; for 
they that be with us are more than 
they that he with them. 

17 And Elisha prayed, and said, 
Lord, I pray thee, open his eyes, that 
he may see. And the Lord opened 
the eyes of the yonng man; and he 
saw; and, behold, the mountain was 
full of horses and chariots of fire 
round about Elisha. 

18 And when they came down to 
him, Elisha prayed unto the Lord, 
and said, Smite this people, I pray 
thee, with blindness. And he emote 
them with blindness according to the 
word of Elisha. 

19 And Elisha said unto them, This 
is not the way, neither is this the 
oity; follow me; and I will bring 
you to the man whom ye seek. But 
he led them to Samaria. 

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
said. Lord, open the eyes of these 
men that they may see. And the 
Lord opened their eyes, and they 
saw; and, behold, they were in the 
midst of Samaria. 

21 And the king of Israel said unto 
Elisha, when he saw them, My father, 
shall I smite them? shall I smite 
them ? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt 
not smite them; wouldeet thou smite 
those whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow ? 
set bread and water before thorn, that 
they may eat and drink, and go to 
their master. 

23 And he prepared groat provision 
for them ; and when they had eaten 
and drunk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master. So the 
bands of Syria oame no more into 
the land of Israel. 

24 And it oame to pass after this. 


thatBen-hadad kingofSyriagathered 
all hia host, and went up, and besieged 
Samaria. 

25 And thero was a great famine in 
Samaria; and, behold, they besieged 
it, until an ass’s head was sold for 
four-score pieces of silver, and the 
fourth part of a cab of dove’s dung 
for five pieces of silver. 

26 Ana as the king of Israel wa* 
passing hy upon the wall, there cried 
a woman unto him, saying, Help, xzy 
lord, 0 king. 

27 And he said. If the Lord do not 
help thee, whence shall I help thee? 
out of the barn-floor, or out of lli.- 
wine-press ? 

28 And the king said onto her, 
What aileth thee ? And she answered. 
This woman said unto me, Give th_v 
son, that we may eat him to-day, and 
we will eat my son to-morrow. 

29 So we boiled my son, and did 
eat him ; and I said unto her on the 
next day, Give thy son, that we mny 
eat him ; and she hath hid her Bon. 

30 And it came to pass, when tin 
king heard the words of the woman 
that he rent his clothes ; and be passed 
by upon the wall, and the peopb 
looked, and, behold, he had sackcloth 
within upon his flesh. 

31 Then he Baid, God do so an I 
more also to me, if the head of Elishu 
the son of Shaphat shall stand on 
him this day. 

32 But Elisha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him; and tin 
king sent a man from before him 
but ere the messenger came to him. 
he said to t v e elders, See yo how thi« 
Bon of a murderer hath sent to tab* 1 
away mine head ? look, when the 
messenger cometh, shot the donr, 
and hold him fast at the door; i* 
not the sound of his master’s fee! 
behind him ? 

33 And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger camp 
down unto him; and he said Bo 
hold, this evil is of the Lord ; what 
should I wait for the Lord sdj 
longer ? 

CITAPTER VIL 

EHiha prvphesieih plenty—The king spade t\ 
the tents qf the Syrian*. 

HEN Elisha said, Hear ye the 
word of the Lord; Thus sallh 
the Lord, To-morrow abont this time 
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■hall a measure of fine flour he sold I was no man there, neither voioe of 


for a shekel, and two measures of 
harley for a Bhekcl, in the gate of 
Bamaria. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man of 
God, and said, Behold, if the Lord 
would make windows in heaven, 
might this thing be? And he said, 
Behold, thou Bhalt see it with thine 
eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

3 And there were four leprous men 
at the entering in of the gate; and 
they Baid one to another, Why sit we 
here until we die 7 

4 If wo say, We will enter into the 
oity, then the famine is in tho city, 
and we shall dio there; and if wo sit 
still here, we die also. Now there¬ 
fore come, and let us fall unto the 
host of the Syrians; if they save us 
alive, we shall live; and if they bill 
us, wo shall but die. 

6 And they rose up in the twilight, 
to go unto the camp of the Syrians; 
and when they wore come to the ut¬ 
termost part of the camp of Syria, 
behold, there was no man there. 

0 For the Lord had made the host 
of the Syrians to hear a noise of 
ohariots, and a noise of horBeB, even 
tho noise of a great host; and they 
said one to another, Lo, the king of 
Israel hath hired against us the kings 
of the Hiltilca, and tho kings of the 
Egyptians, to come upon us. 

7 Wherefore thoy arose and fled in 
the twilight, and left their tents, and 
their horses, and their asses, even the 
camp as it was, and fled for their life. 

8 And when those lepers oame to 
the uttermost part of the camp, they 
went into one tent, and did eat and 
drink, and carried thence silver, and 
gold, and raiment, and went and hid 
it; and oame again, and entered into 
another tont, and carried thenoo also, 
and wont and hid it. 

9 Thon they eaid one to another, 
We do not well; this day is a day of 
good tidings, and we hold our peace ; 
if we tarry till the morning light, 
some mischief will come upon us; 
now therefore oome, that we may go 
and tell the king's household. 

10 So they oame and called unto 
the porter oT the oity ; and they told 
them, Baying, We oame to the oamp 
of the Syrians, and, behold, there 


man, but horses tied, and aeses tied, 
and the tents as they were. 

11 And he called tho porters; and 
they told it to the king's house 
within. 

12 And tho king arose in tho night, 
and said unto his servants, I will now 
show you what the Syrians have done 
to us. They know that wc be hungry; 
therefore are they gone out of the 
camp to hide themselves in the ffeld, 
saying, When thoy come out of the 
city, wo shall oatch them alive, and 
get into the city. 

13 And one of his servants answored 
and eaid, Let some take, I pray thee, 
five of the horses that remain, which 
are left In the city, (behold, they are 
as all the multitude of Israel that are 
left in it; behold, I say, they aro 
even as all the multitude of the Is¬ 
raelites that are consumed;) and let 
us send and see. 

14 They took therefore two chariot 
horses ; and the king sent after the 
host of the Syrians, saying, Go and see. 

15 And they went after them unto 
Jordan ; and, lo, all the way was full 
of garments and vessels, which the 
Syrians had oast away in their haste. 
And the messengers returned, and 
told the king. 

10 And the people went out, and 
spoiled the tents of the Syrians. So 
a me&suro of fine flour was sold for 
a shekel, and two measures of harley 
for a shekel, according to the word 
of tho Lord. 

17 And the king appointed the lord 
on whose hand he leaned to have the 
oharge of the gate; and the people 
trodo upon him in the gate, and he 
died, as the man of God had said, 
who spake when the king oamo down 
to him. 

18 And it oame to pass as the man 
of God had spoken to the king, say¬ 
ing, Two moasurea of barley for a 
shekel, and a measure of fino flour 
for a shekel, shall be to-morrow about 
this limo in the gato of Samaria; 

19 And that lord answered the man 
of God, and said, Now, behold, if the 
Lord should make windows in hea¬ 
ven, might such a thing bo? And he 
said, Behold, thou shalt see it with 
thine eycB, but shalt not eat thereof. 

20 And so it fell out unto him; for 
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the people trode upon him in the 
gate, And he died. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The Shunammite woman—Haxael kQIeth his 
master , and tucceedeih him — Jehoram's 
wicked reign—Ahaziah tuceetddh Jeho- 
ram. 

T HEN Bpake Eliaha onto the wo¬ 
man, whose eon he had restored 
to life, saying, Arise, and go thon 
and thine household, and sojourn 
wheresoever thon canst sojourn ; for 
the Lord hath called for a famine ; 
and it shall also come upon the land 
seven years. 

2 And the woman arose, and did 
after the BayiDg of the man of God; 
and Bhe went with her household, and 
sojourned in the land of the Philis¬ 
tines seven years. 

3 And it came to pass at the seven 
years' end, that the woman returned 
out of the land of the Philistines; 
and she went forth to cry unto tho 
king for her house and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with Qehazi 
the servant of the man of God, say¬ 
ing, Tell me, I pray thee, all the great 
things that Elisha hath done. 

5 And it came to pass, as he was 
telling the king how he had restored 
a dead body to life, that, behold, the 
woman, whose son he had restored to 
life, cried to the king for her house 
and for her land. And Gehazi said, 
My lord, 0, king, this is the woman, 
and this is her son, whom Elisha re¬ 
stored to life. 

0 And when the king asked tho 
woman, she told him. So the king 
appointed unto her a certain officer, 
saying, Restore all that was hers, 
and all the fruits of the field since 
the day that she left the land, even 
until now. 

7 And Elisha came to Damascus; 
and Ben-hadad tho king of Syria was 
sick; and it was told him, saying, The 
man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said unto Uazncl, 
Tako a present in thino hand, and go, 
meet the man of God, and inquire 
of the Lord by him, saying, Shall I 
recover of this disease ? 

9 So Haaael wont to meet him, 
and took a present with him, even of 
every good thing of Damascus, forty 
camels’ burden, and caine and stood 
before him, and said, Thy son Ben- 


hadad king of Syria hath sent me to 
thee, saying, Shall I recover of this 
disease ? 

10 And Elisha said unto him, Thou 
wilt go, and say unto him, Thon 
mayest certainly recover; howbeit, 
the Lord hath showed me that he 
shall surely die. 

11 And he settled hie countenance 
steadfastly, until he was ashamed: 
and the man of God wept. 

12 And Ilnzacl said, Why weepelb 
my lord? And he answered, Be¬ 
cause I know the evil that thou wilt 
do unto the children of Israel ; their 
strong holds wilt thou set on fire, and 
their young men wilt thou slay with 
the sword, and wilt dash their chil 
dren, and rip up their women with 
child. 

13 And Hazael said, But what, is 
thy servant a dog, that he should d<> 
this great thing? And Elisha au 
swered, The Lord hath showed rai* 
that thou shalt be king over Syria. 

14 So he departed from Elisha, and 
came to his master; who said to him. 
What said Elisha to thee ? And b- 
answered, lie told me that thou 
shouldest surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that he took a thick cloth, and 
dipped it in water, and spread it on 
his face, so that he died; and Haza-1 
reigned in his stead. 

16 And in the fifth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel, Jeho 
shaphat being then king of Judah, 
Jchoram the son of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah began to reign. 

17 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he begau to reign ; and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And ho walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, as did the house 
of Ahab ; for the daughter of Ahab 
was his wife ; and he did evil in the 
eight of the Lord. 

19 Yet the Lord would not destroy 
Judah for David bis servant's sake, 
as he promised him to give him al 
ways a light, aud to his children. 

20 In his days Edom rovolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and made 
a king over themselves. 

21 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all tho ohariots with him; and he 
rose by night, and smote the Edorn- 
itos which oompassed him abou% and 
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the captains of the ohariots; and the 
people fled into their tents. 

22 Yet Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day. 
Then Libnah revolted at tho same 
time 

23 And the reBt of the acta of Jo- 
ram, and all that he did, are they 
not written in tho book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah? 

24 And Joram slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with his fa¬ 
thers in tho city of David; and Aha- 
■iah hie son reigned in his Btcud. 

25 In the twelfth year of Joram the 
son of Ahnb king of Israel did Aha- 
ziah the son of Jehoram king of Ju¬ 
dah begin to reign. 

26 Two and twenty yoars old was 
Ahaziah when be began to reign; and 
bo reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Atha- 
liah, the daughter of Omri king of 
Israol. 

27 And ho walked in the way of 
the bouse of Ahab, and did evil in 
tho eight of the Lord, as did tho 
house of Ahab ; for he was the son- 
in-law of the house of Ahab. 

29 And he went with Joram the 
son of Ahab to tho war againBt Ha- 
zael king of Syria in Ramoth-gilcad; 
and tho Syrians wounded Joram. 

29 And king Joram wont hack to 
bo healed in Jozreel of the wounds 
which tho Syrians had given him 
at Ruinah, when ho fought against 
Ilazael king of Syria. And Ahaziah 
the Bon of Jehoram king of Judah 
went down to see Joram the son of 
Ahab in Jozreel, because he was siok. 
CHAPTER IX. 

Elisha stndeih a young prophet in anoint 
Jehu—Jehu killeth Joram — Ahatiah u 
slain—Jetebel eaten by dogs. 

ND Elisha the prophet called one 
of the children of tho prophets, 
and said unto him, Gird up thy loins, 
and take this box of oil in thine 
baud, and go to Rauioth-gilead ; 

2 And when thou oomest thither, 
look out tbero Jehu the son of Jeho- 
shaphat the son of Nimshi, and go 
In, and make him arise up from 
among his brethren, and oarry him 
to an inner ohamber ; 

3 Then take the box of oil, and 
pour it on his head, and say, Thus 
•aith the Lord, I have anointed thee 


king over Israel. Then open the 
door, and flee, and tarry not. 

4 So the young man, even the young 
man the prophet, went to Ramoth- 
gilcad. 

6 And when ho came, behold, the 
captains of the host were sitting; and 
he said, I hare an errand to thee, 0 
captain. And Jehu said, Unto which 
of all us? And ho said, To thee, 0 
captain. 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; and he poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, 1 have 
anointed thee king over the people 
of the Lord, even over Israel. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house 
of Ahab thy master, that I may 
avenge the blood of my servants the 
prophets, and the blood of All the 
servants of the Lord, at the hand of 
Jezebel. 

8 For the whole house of Ahah 
shall perish ; and I will cut off from 
Ahab him that pisseth against the 
wall, and him that is shut up and 
lefL in Israel; 

9 And I will make the house of 
Ahab like the house of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, and liko the bouse 
of Baasha the son of Ahijah ; 

10 And the dogs shall eat Jezebel 
iu tho portion of Jezreel, and there 
shall be none to bury her. And he 
openod the door, and fled. 

11 Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord ; and one said 
unto him, Is all well? wherefore 
came this mad fellow to thee ? And 
he said unto them, Ye know the man, 
and his oommuoioation. 

12 And they said, It is false; tell 
us now. And ho said, Thus and thus 
spake he to me, saying, Thus saith 
tno Lord, I have anointed thee king 
over Israel. 

13 Then thoy hasted, and took 
evory man his gnrmont, and put it 
under him on the top of the stairs, 
and blew with trumpets, saying, Jehu 
is king. 

14 So Johu tbe son of Jchoshaphat 
the son of Nimshi oonspired agamst 
Joram. (Now Joram bad kopt Ra- 
muth-giload, be and all Israel, be¬ 
cause of Ilazael king of Syria; 

15 But king Joram was returned to 
he hoaled iu Jezreel of the wounds 
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whioh the Syrians had given him, 
when he fonght with Hacael king of 
Syria.) And Jehn said. If it be your 
minds, then let none go forth nor 
escape out of the city to go to tell it 
in Jczreel. 

16 So Jehu rode in a chariot, and 
went to Jezreel; for Joram lay there. 
And Ahaziah king of Judah was come 
down to see Joram. 

17 And there stood a watchman 
on the tower in Jezreel, and he spied 
the company of Jehu as he came, 
and said, I Bee a company. And Jo¬ 
ram said, Take a horseman, and send 
to meet them, and let him say, la it 
peace? 

18 So there went one on horsohaok 
to meet him, and said, Thus saith 
the king, Is it peace? And Jchn 
said, What hast thou to do with 
peace? turn thee behind me. And 
the watchman told, saying, The mes¬ 
senger oame to them, but he oometh 
not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on 
horseback, whioh came to them, and 
said, Thus saith the king, Is it peace? 
And Jehu answered, What hast thou 
to do with peace ? turn thee behind 
me. 

20 And the watchman told, saying, 
He oame even unto them, and oometh 
not again ; and the driving is like 
the driving of Jehn the son of Nim- 
shi; for he driveth furiously. 

21 And Joram said, Make ready. 
And his ohariot was made ready. 
And Joram king of Israel and Aha- 
■iah king of Judah went out, each in 
his ohariot, and they went out against 
Jehu, and met him in the portion of 
Naboth the Jezreelite. 

22 And it oame to pass, when Jo¬ 
ram saw Jehu, that he said, Is it 
peace, Jehu ? And he answered, 
What peace, so long as the whore¬ 
doms of thy mother Jezebel and her 
witchcrafts are so many ? 

23 And Joram tamed his hands, 
and fled, and said to Ahaziah, There 
is treachery, 0 Ahaziah. 

24 And Jehu drew a bow with his 
full strength, and Anote Jehoram be¬ 
tween his arms, and the arrow went 
out at his heart, and he sunk down 
in his chariot. 

25 Then said Jehu to Bidkar his 
•aptain, Take np, and oast him in 


the portion of the field of Naboth the 
Jezreelite; for remember how that, 
when I and thou rode together after 
Ahab his father, the Lord laid this 
burden upon him; 

28 Surely I have seen yesterday 
the blood of Naboth, and the bloo-J 
of his eons, saith the Lord; and 1 
will requite Ibee in this plat, saith 
the Lord. Now therefore take m.-| 
cast him into the plat of ground, a 
cording to the word of the Lord. 

27 But when Ahaziah the king 
Judah saw this, he fled by the way 
of the garden house. And Jehu f. i 
lowed after him, and said. Smite bin 
also in the chariot And they did 
at the going np to Gar, which is l-j 
Ibleam. And he fled to Megid-f, 
and died there. 

28 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his sepulchre with his fath#-,-* 
in the city of David. 

29 And in the eleventh year of Jo 
ram the son of Ahab began Ahaziah 
to reign over Judah. 

30 And when Jehu was come ( . 
Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it: and sU 
painted her face, and tired her heaJ. 
and looked out at a window. 

31 And as Jehu entered in at th- 
gate, she said, Had Zimri jum. . 
who slew his master? 

32 And he lifted up his face to '.!f 
window, and said, Who is on my 
Bide? who? And there looked oui 
to him two or three ennnehs. 

33 And he said, Throw her down 
So they threw her down ; and shim- 
of her blood was sprinkled on llm 
wall, and on the horses; and V- 
trode her under foot. 

34 And when he wa9 come in, If 
did eat and drink, and said, Go, f 
now this cursed woman, and buty 
her; for she is a king's daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: hm 
they found no more of her than llir 
skull, and the feet, and the palms 1 
her hands. 

36 Wherefore they oame again, nn>l 
told him. And he said, This is ibe 
word of the Lord, whioh he spake i •> 
his servant Elijah the Tishbite, say¬ 
ing, In tho portion of Joireel shall 
dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel; 

37 And the oarcass of Jezebel shall 
be as Jung upon the face of the field 
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Id the portion of Jezreel; bo that they 
shall not say, This is Jezebel. 

CHAPTER X. 

Seventy of Ahab'a children beheaded—Jehu 

destraytth the wonhippcrt of Baal—Ho 

tael opprtttelh Israel. 

ND Ahab had seventy bodb in 
Samaria. And John wrote let¬ 
ters, and sent to Samaria, unto the 
rulers of Jezrool, to the elders, and 
to them that brought up Ahab’s ohil- 
drun, saying, 

2 Now as soon as this letter oometh 
to yen, seeing your master's sons are 
with you, and there are with you 
chariots And horses, a fenoed city 
also, aDd armour; 

3 Look even out tho best and moet- 
est of your master's sons, and set him 
on his father’s throne, and fight for 
your master’s houso. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, 
and said, Behold, two kings stood not 
beforu him; how then shall we stand ? 

5 And he that was over the house, 
and he that was over the city, the 
elders also, and the bringers up of 
tho ohildron, sent to Jehu, saying, 
We are thy servants, and will do all 
that thou Bhalt bid us; we will not 
make any king; do thou that which 
is good in thine eyes. 

0 Then he wrote a letter the seoond 
time to them, saying. If ye be mine, 
and if ye will hearken unto my voice, 
take yjB the heads of the men your 
master’s sons, and oome to me to 
Jezreel by to-morrow this time. Now 
the king’s sons, being seventy per¬ 
sons, were with the great men of the 
city, whioh brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
letter came to them, that they took 
the king's sons, and Blew seventy 

ersons, and put their heads in bas- 

ots, and flont him them to Jezreel. 

8 And there came a messenger, and 
told him, saying, They have brought 
the heads of the king’s sons. And 
he said, Lay ye them in two heaps 
at the entering in of the gate until 
the morning, 

6 And it came to pass in the morn¬ 
ing, that he wont out, and stood, and 
said to all the people, Ye be right¬ 
eous; bohold, I conspired against my 
master, aud slew him; but who slew 
all these ? 

10 Enow now that there shall fall 


unto tho earth nothing of the word 
of tho Lord, which the Lord spake 
concerning the house of Ahab ; for 
the Lord hath done that which he 
spake by his servant Elijah. 

11 So Jehu slow all that remained 
of the house of Ahab in Jezreel, and 
all his great men, and his kinsfolks, 
and his priests, until he left him none 
remaining. 

12 And he arose aDd departed, and 
came to Samaria. And as he was 
at the shearing-house in the way, 

13 Jehu met with the brethren of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, 
Who are ye? And they answered, 
We are the brethren of Ahaziah ; 
and wo go down to salute the chil¬ 
dren of the king and tho children of 
tho quocn. 

14 And ho said, Take them alive. 
And they took them alive, and slew 
them at tho pit of the shearing-house, 
even two and forty men ; neither left 
ho any of them. 

15 And when he was departed 
thenoo, he lighted on Jehonadab the 
son of Rechab ooming to moot him; 
and he saluted him, and said to him, 
Is thine heart right, as my heart is 
with thy heart? And Jehonadab 
answorod. It is. If it be, give me 
thine hand. And he gave him his 
hand; and he took him up to him 
into the chariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, 
and see my zeal for the Lord. So 
they made him ride in his ohariot. 

17 And when he came to Samaria, 
he slew all that remained unto Ahab 
in Samaria, till he had destroyed 
him, aooording to the Baying of the 
Lord, which he spake to Elijah. 

18 And Johu gathered all the peo¬ 
ple togother, and said unto them, 
Ahab served Baal a little; but Jehu 
shall serve him muoh. 

19 Now therefore call unto me all 
tho prophots of Baal, all his ser¬ 
vants, and all his priests; let none 
be wanting; for I have a great 
saorifioe to do to Baal; whosoever 
Bhall be wanting, he shall not live. 
But Jehu did it in subtilty, to the 
intoDt that he might destroy the wor¬ 
shippers of Baal. 

20 And Jehu said, Proclaim a so¬ 
lemn assembly for Baal. And they 
proclaimed it. 
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21 And Jehu sent through all Is¬ 
rael ; and all the worshippers of 
Baal camo, so that there was not a 
mac left that came not. And they 
came Into the house of Baal; and 
the house of Baal was full from one 
end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was 
over the vestry, Bring forth veetmcnLs 
for all the worshippers of Baal. And 
he brought them forth vestments. 

23 And Jehu went, and JehoDadah 
the son of Rcchah, into the house of 
Baal, and said unto the worshippers 
of Baal, Search, and look that there 
be here with you none of the servants 
of the Lord, hut the worshippers of 
Baal only. 

24 And when they went in to offer 
sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jehu 
appointed four-score men without, and 
Baid, If any of the men whom I have 
hrought into your hands escape, he 
that Ictteth him go, his life shall be 
for the life of him. 

25 And it camo to pass, a9 soon as 
he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, that Jehu said to the 
guard and to the captains, Go in, and 
slay them; let none come forth. 
And they smote them with the edge 
of the sword ; and the guard and the 
captains oast them out, and went to 
the oity of the house of Baal. 

26 And they brought forth the 
images out of the house of Baal, and 
burned them. 

27 And they brake down the image 
of Baal, and brake down the house 
of Baal, and made it a draught-house 
unto this day. 

28 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out 
of Israel. 

20 Howbeit, from the sins of Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nehat, who made 
Israel to sin, Jehu departed not from 
after thorn, to wit, tho golden calves 
that were in Bethel, and that were in 
Dan. 

30 And the Lord said unto Jehu, 
Because thou hast done well in exe¬ 
cuting that which is right in mino 
eyes, and hast done unto the house 
of Ahab according to all that was 
in mine heart, thy children of tho 
fonrth generation shall sit on tho 
throne of Israel. 

31 But Jehu took no heed to walk 
In the law of the Lord God of Israel 


with all his heart; for be departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam, which 
made Israel to sin. 

32 In those days the Lord began to 
cut Israel short; and Ilazael smote 
them in all the coasts of Israel; 

33 From Jordan eastward, all th»* 
land of Gilead, the Gadites, and th* 
Rcubenites, and the Manassilcs, fron, 
Aroer, which is by the river Arm- . 
even Gilead and Bashan. 

34 Now the rest of the a?ts of Jel.u 
and all that he did, and all bis migi;- 
are they not written in the book 
the Chronicles of the kings of Jsra- : 

35 And Jehu slept with bis father' 
and they buried him in Samaria. A r < 
Jehoahaz his son reigned in his sit« : 

36 And tho time that Jehu reigtn : 
over Israel in Samaria was twentv 
and eight years. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Jehoash hid in the house of God — Jehuiu-h 
arwinieih him king—Athaliah slain-j- 
hoiada reitorelh the worth ip of God. 

ND when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah saw that her son uu> 
dead, she arose and destroyed all iV 
seed royal. 

2 But Jehosheba, the daughter id 
king Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took 

Joash the son of Ahaziah, and .. 

him from among the king’s ? 
which were slain; and they hid Ion. 
even him and his nurse, in the i 
chamber from Athaliah, so that I. 
was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in fii 
house of the Lord six years. Aim 
Athaliah did reign over the land 

4 And tho seventh year Jcboi.i U 
Bent and fetohed tho rulers over h"'i 
dreds, with the captains and 'li 
guard, and brought them to him iu<- 
the house of tho Lord, and mu l • 
covenant with them, and took an unlli 
of them in the house of the Lord 
and showed them the king's son. 

5 And he commanded them, say 
This is the thing that ye shall d" ' 
third part of you that enter in mi rb. 
sabbath shall even be keepers m r 1*« 
watch of the king’s house: 

6 And a third part shall bo at ill- 
gate of Sur; and a third part at th- 
gato behind the guard ; so shall y 
keep the watch of the house, that > 
be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all you thni f 
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forth on the sabbath, even they shall 
keep the watch of the house of the 
Lord about the king. 

8 And *ye shall compass the king 
round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and he that 
oometh within the rangcB, let him bo 
slain; and he ye with the king as he 
goeth out and as he oometh in. 

8 And the captains over the hun¬ 
dreds did according to all things that 
Tehoiada the priest commanded; and 
Ihey took every man bis men that 
were to come in on the sabbath, with 
them that should go out on the Bab- 
bath, and came to Jehoiada ibe 
priest. 

10 And to the captains over hun¬ 
dreds did Iho priest give king David's 
spears and shields, that were in the 
temple of the Lord. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his band, round 
about the king, from the right corhcr 
of the temple to the left corner of the 
temple, along by the altar and the 
temple. 

12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put Iho crown upon him, 
and gave him the testimony; and 
they made him king, and anointed 
him; and they dapped their hands, 
and said, Qod savo tho king. 

13 And when Alhaliah beard tho 
noise of tho guard and of tho people, 
she came to the people into the tom- 
plo of the Lord. 

14 And when she looked, behold, 
the king stood by a pillar, as the 
□manor was, and the princes and the 
trumpeters by tho king, and all tho 
people of the land rejoiced, and blew 
with trumpets ; and Atbaliab rent her 
clothes, and oriod, Treason, treason. 

15 But Jehoiada the priest com¬ 
manded the captains of iho hundreds, 
the offioers of tho host, and said un¬ 
to them, Have her forth without the 
ranges ; and him that followeth her 
kill with the sword. For the priest 
had said, Let her not be slain in the 
house of the Lord. 

10 And they laid hands on hor; 
and she went by tho way by the 
which the horsos oameinto the king’s 
house; and thoro was she slain. 

17 And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between tho Lord and the king aud 
the people, that Ihoy ehould be the 


Lord’s people; between the king also 
and tbo people. 

18 And all the people of the land 
went into the house of Baal, and 
brake it down, nis auars aDd his 
images brake they in pieces thorough¬ 
ly, and slew Mattan the priest of 
Baal before the altars. And the 

rieet appointed offioers over the 
ouse of the Lord. 

19 And he took the rulers over 
hundreds, and the oaptains, and the 
guard, and all the people of the laud; 
and they brought down the king 
from the house of the Lord, ar 1 
came by the way of tho gate of the 
guard to the king's house. And he 
sat on the throne of the kings. 

20 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and the city was in quiet; 
and they slew Athaliah with the 
sword beside the king's bouse. 

21 Seven years old was Jeboash 
when ho began to reign. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jehoash ffivfth order for the repair of the 
temple—Jehoath slain—Amaxuih succeed- 
• fil, him. 

N the seventh year of Jehu, Je- 
hoash began to reign ; and forty 
years reigned he in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Zibiah of 
Bcer-sheba. 

2 And Jeboash did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord all his 
days whorein Jehoiada the priest in¬ 
structed him, 

3 But the high places were not 
taken away; the people still sacri¬ 
ficed and burnt inoense in the high 
places. 

4 And Jeboash said to the priests, 
All tho money of the dedioated things 
that is brought into tho house of the 
Lord, even the money of every one 
that passeth the account, the money 
that every man is set at, and all the 
money that oometh into any man’s 
heart to bring into the houso of the 
Lord, 

5 Let tho priests take it to them, 
every man of his acquaintance; and 
let them repair tbo breaches of the 
house, wheresoever any breach shall 
be found. 

6 But it was so, that in tho three 
and twentieth year of king Jehoash 
the priests had not repaired the 
breaches of tho house. 
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7 Then king Jehoash called for 
Jehoiada the priest, and the other 
priests, and said unto them, Why 
repair ye not the breaches of the 
house? now therefore receive no more 
money of your acquaintance, hut de¬ 
liver it for the breaches of the house. 

8 And the priests consented to re¬ 
ceive no more money of the people, 
neither to repair the hreaches of the 
house. 

9 But Jehoiada the priest took a 
chest, and hored a hole in the lid of 
it, and set it heside the altar, on the 
right sido as one cometh into the 
house of the Lord; and the priests 
that kept the door put therein all the 
money that was brought into the 
house of the Lord. 

10 And it was bo, when they saw 
that there was much money in the 
chest, that the king’s scrihe and the 
high priest came up, and they nt 
up in Dags, and told the money that 
was found in the house of the Lord. 

11 And they gave the money, being 
told, into tho hands of them that did 
the work, that had tho oversight of 
the hoose of the Lord; and they laid 
it out to tho carpenters and builders, 
that wrought upon the house of tho 
Lord, 

12 And to masons, and hewers of 
stone, and to buy timber and hewed 
stone to repair the breaches of the 
house of the Lord, and for all that 
was laid out for the house to repair it. 

13 Howboit there were not mado 
for the house of the Lord bowls of 
silver, snuffers, basins, trumpets, any 
vessels of gold, or vessels of silver, 
of the monoy that was brought into 
the house of the Lord; 

14 But they gave that to the work¬ 
men, and repaired therewith tho 
house of the Lord. 

15 Moreover they reckoned not with 
the men, into whose hand they de¬ 
livered the money to be bestowed on 
workmen; for they dealt faithfully. 

16 The trespass money and sin 
money was not brought into the 
house of the Lord; it was the priests'. 

17 Then Hazael king of Syria wont 
up and fought against Gath, and took 
It; and Hazael set his face to go up 
to Jerusalem. 

18 And Jehoash king of Judah took 
all the hallowed things that Jehosha- 


phat, and Jchoram, and Ahaziah, hi* 
fathers, kings of Judah, had dedi 
catcd, and his own hallowed thing?, 
and all the gold that was found in 
the treasures of the house of tbs 
Lord, and in the king’s house, ami 
sent it to Hazael king of Syria; and 
he went away from Jerusalem. 

19 And the rest of the acts of J« 
ash, And all that he did, are they ih>I 
written in the hook of the Chronic!<-i 
of the kings of Judah? 

20 And his servants arose, and m«.lo 
a conspiracy, and slew Joash in iht 
houae of Millo, which goeth down u 
Silla. 

21 For Jozachar the son of Shim 
eath, and Jehozahad the son of SI.. 
mer, his servants, emote him, and 
he died; and they huried him will, 
his fathers in tho city of David; 
and Amaziah his son reigned in bii 
stead. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Jehoahas oppressed by Hazael—Joash 
crrdelh him—Jeroboam zucceedelh him- 
Elisha’s bones raise up a dead man — Deoi* 
of Hazael. 

N the three and twentieth yem u: 

Joash the son of Ahaziah king 
Judah, Jehoahaz the eon of Jehu be¬ 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria 
and reigned seventeen years. 

2 And he did that which was evi! u- 
tho eight of the Lord, and folUme<i 
the sins of Jerohoam the son of S«» 
bat, which made Israel to sin; l; 
departed not therefrom. 

3 And the anger of the Lord wm. 
kindled against Israel, and he d* 
livered them into the hand of Hiu* 1 
king of Syria, and into the hand ui 
Ben-hadad the son of Hazael. ai 
their days. 

4 And Jehoahaz besought the Lord 
and the Lord hearkened nnto him 
for he saw the oppression of Israel 
beenuso the king of Syria oppreMec 
them. 

5 (And the Lord gave Israel i 
saviour, so that they went out fron 
undor the hand of the Syrians; am 
the children of Israel dwelt in tbei 
tents, as beforetime. 

6 Nevertheless they departed no 
from the sins of the house of Jen> 
boam, who made Israel sin, but walk 
ed therein; and there romained tb 
grove also in Samaria.) 

7 Neithor did he leave of the peopt 
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to Jeho&b&i hut fifty horsemen, and 
ten chariots, and ton thousand foot¬ 
men ; for the king of Syria had de¬ 
stroyed them, and had made them 
like the dust hy threshing. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoa- 
haz, and all that he did, and hiB 
might, are they not written in the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? 

9 And Jehoahat slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him in Sa¬ 
maria; and Joash his eon reigned in 
hiB Btead. 

10 In the thirty and seventh year 
of JoaBh king of Judah began Je- 
hoaeh the son of Jehoahaz to reign 
ovor Israel in Samaria, and reigned 
sixteen years. 

11 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord; he doparted 
not from all the sine of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel sin; 
but he walked therein. 

12 And the rest of tho actB of Joash, 
and all that ho did, and his might 
wherewith he fought against Amaziah 
king of Judah, are they not wriLten 
in the book of the ChronioIeB of the 
kings of Israel ? 

13 And Joash slept with his fathers; 
and Jerohoam sat upon his throne; 
and Joash was buried in Samaria 
with the kings of Israel. 

14 Now Elisba was fallen siok of 
his sickness whereof he died. And 
Joash the king of Israel came down 
unto him, and wept ovor his faoc, 
and said, 0 my father, my father 1 
tho chariot of Israel, and the horse¬ 
men thereof. 

15 And Elisha said unto him, Take 
how and arrows. And he took unto 
him bow and arrows. 

18 And he said to the kingcf Is- 
raol, Put thine hand upon the bow. 
And he put his hand upon it; and 
Elisha pat his hands upon the king's 
hands. 

17 And he said, Open the window 
eastward. And he opened it. Then 
Elisha said, Shoot. And he shot. 
And he said, The arrow of the Lord's 
delivoranoe, and the arrow of deliv- 
eranoe from Syria; for thou shalt 
smite the Syrians in Aphek, till thou 
have consumed them. 

18 And he said, Take the arrows. 
And he took them. And he said 


unto the king of Israel, Smite upon 
the ground. And he smote thrioe 
and stayed. 

19 And the man of God was wroth 
with him, and said, Thou shouldest 
have smitten fivo or six times; then 
hadflt thou smitten Syria till thou 
hadst oonsumed it; whereas now 
thou shalt smite Syria but thrice. 

20 And Elisha died, and they buried 
him. And the bands of tho Moabites 
invaded the land at the coming in of 
tho year. 

21 And it oame to pass, as they 
were burying a man, that, behold, 
they spied a band of men ; and they 
cast the man into the sepulchre of 
Elisha ; and when the man was let 
down,andtouchedthebonesof Elisha, 
he revived, and stood np on hiB feet. 

22 But Hazael king of Syria 
oppressed Israel all the days of 
Jehoahaz. 

23 And the Lord was gracious unto 
them, and had oompasBion on them, 
and had respect unto them, because 
of his covenant with Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, and would not destroy 
thorn, neither cast he them from his 
presence as yet. 

24 So Hazael king of Syria died ; 
and Ben-hadad his son reigned in 
his Btead. 

25 And Jeho&Bh the son of Jehoahai 
took again ont of the han^ of Ben- 
hadad tho son of Hazael the cities, 
which he had taken out of the Land 
of Jehoahaz his father hy war. Three 
times did Joash heat him, and re¬ 
covered the cities of Israel. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Amaciah's good reign—Jeroboam ruccudelh 

JehoasK—Amaziah slain by a amspiraq/. 

N the second year of Joash son of 
Jehoahaz king of Israel reigned 
Amaziah tho son of Joash king of 
Judah. 

2 He was twenty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jehoaddan 
of Jerusalem. 

3 And ho did that whioh was right 
in the sight of the Lord, yet not like 
David his father; he did according 
to all things as Joash his father 
did. 

4 Howbeit the high plaoes were not 
taken away; as yet the people did 
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sacrifice and burnt Incense on the 
high places. 

5 And it came to pass, as soon as 
the kingdom was confirmed in his 
hand, that he slew his servants which 
had slain the king his father. 

6 But tbe children of the murderers 
he slow not; according unto that 
which is written in the book of the 
law of Moses, wherein the Lord com¬ 
manded, saying. The fathers shall 
not be put to death for the children, 
nor the children be put to death for 
the fathers; but every man shall be 
put to death for his own sin. 

7 He slew of Edom in the valley of 
•alt ten thousand, and took Selah by 
war, and oalled the name of it 
Joktheel unto this day. 

8 Then Amariah sent messengers to 
Jehoash, the son of Jehoahaz son of 
Jehn, king of Israel, saying, Como, 
let us look one another in the face. 

9 And Jehoash the king of Israel 
sent to Amaziah king of Judah, say¬ 
ing, The thistle that was in Lebanon' 
sent to the cedar that was in Lebanon, 
saying, Give thy daughter to my son 
to wife; and there passed by a wild 
beast that was in Lebanon, and trode 
down the thistlo. 

10 Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, 
and thine heart hath lifted thee up ; 
glory of this, and tarry at home; for 
why Bhouldest thou meddle to thy 
hurt, that thou Bhouldest fall, even 
thou, and Judah with thee ? 

11 But Amaziah would not hear. 
Therefore Jehoash king of Israel 
went up; and he and Amaziah king 
of Judah looked one another in tbe 
face at Beth-Bhemesh, which belongeth 
to Judah. 

12 And Judah was put to the worse 
hefore Israel; and they fled every 
man to their tents. 

13 And Jehoash king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Jehoash the son of Ahaziah at Beth- 
sheme-sh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem 
from the gate of Ephraim unto the 
oorner gate, four hundred cubits. 

14 And ho took all the gold and 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of the Lord, and 
In the treasures of the king’s house, 
and hostages, and returned to Sa¬ 
maria. 


15 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoash which he did, and his might, 
and how he fonght with Amaziah 
king of Judah, are they Dot written 
in the book of the Chronicles of th> 
kings of Israel ? 

16 And Jehoash slept with hi* 
fathers, and was buried in Samari:, 
with the kiDgs of Israel; and Jer> 
boam bis son reigned in hia stead. 

17 And Amaziah the son of JoasL 
king of Judah lived after the dca’l' 
of Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of 
Israel fifteen years. 

18 And the rest of the acts < < 
Amaziah, are they not written in th._ 
book of the Chronicles of the king- 
of Judah ? 

19 Now they made a oonBpira\> 
against him in Jerusalem; and 
fled to Lachish; but they sent aft-r 
him to Lachish, and slew him then . 

20 And they brought him on horso. 
and he was buried at Jerusalem wi'f 
his fathers in the city of David. 

21 And all the people of Judah tr.i k 
Azariah, which was sixteen years i>! I 
and made him king instead of h 
father Amaziah. 

22 He built Elalh, and restored 4 i 
to Judah, after that the king sh] 
with his fathers. 

23 In the fifteenth year of Amazi.i. 
the son of Joash king of Judnli 
Jeroboam the son of Joash king ■ t 
Israel began to reign in Samaria, l 
reigned forty aDd one years. 

24 And he did that which was c-\>! 
in the sight of the Lord; he depart <1 
not from all the sins of Jeroboam n>. 
sqn of Nebat, who made Israel (» 
sin. 

25 He restored the coast of Ism. I 
from the entering of Hamath ui.t- 
tho sea of the plain, according to I In- 
word of the Lord God of Ism. i. 
which he spake by the hand of hi* 
servant Jonah, the son of Amitim 
the prophet, which was of Gut)- 
hepher. 

26 For Ihe Lord saw the affliction 
of Israel, that it was very bitter; for 
there was not any shut up, nor any 
left, nor any helper for Israel. 

27 And the Lord said not that he 
would blot out the name of Israel 
from under heaven; but he saved 
them by tho hand of Jeroboam lb* 
son of Joash. 
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28 Now the rest of the acta of 
Jeroboam, and all that he did, and 
hie might, how he warred, and how 
he recovered Damascus, and Hamath, 
which belonged to Judah, for Israel, 
are they not written in the hook of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

29 And Jeroboam slept with his 
fathers, even with tho kings of Israel; 
and Znohariah his son reigned in his 
■toad. 

CHAPTER XV. 

AuinuJi’t good reign—Zachariah slain by 
ShaUum—Prkah slain by Hoshea. 

N the twenly and sevonlh year of 
Joroboam king of Israel bogan 
Azariah son of Amaziah king of 
Judah to reign. 

2 Sixteen years old was he when he 
began to reign, and he reigned two 
and fifty years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Jecholiah of 
Jorusalem. 

3 And he did that which was right 
in tho sight of tho Lord, according to 
all that his fathor Amuziah bad done ; 

4 Save that tho high places were 
not removed; the people sacrificed 
and burnt incense still on the high 
plaoes. 

5 And tho Lord smote the king, so 
that he was a leper unto tho day of 
his death, and dwelt in a several 
house. And Jothan the king’s son 
was over tho house, judging the peo¬ 
ple of tho land. 

6 And tho rest of the aots of Aza¬ 
riah, and all that he did, are they 
not wriLton in tho book of tho Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah ? 

7 So Azariah slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him with bis fathers 
in tho city of David; and Jotham 
his son reigned in his stead. 

8 In tbo thirty and eighth year of 
Azariah king of Judah did Znoha- 
riuh tho son of Jeroboam reign over 
Israel iu Samaria six months. 

9 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, as his fa¬ 
thers had done; he departod not 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

10 Aud Shallum the son of Jabesh 
conspired against him, and smote 
him Before the people, and slow him, 
and reigned in uis stead. 

11 Aud the rest of the aots of Za- 
ehariah, behold, they are written in 


tho book of the Chronioles of the 
kings of Israel. 

12 This was the word of the Lord 
whioh he spake onto Jehu, saying, 
Thy sons snail sit on the throne of 
Israel unto the fourth generation. 
And so it came to pass. 

13 Shallum the son of Jabesh be¬ 
gan to reign in the nine and thir¬ 
tieth year of Usziah king of Judith ; 
and he reigned a full month in Sa¬ 
maria. 

14 For Menahem the son of Gadi 
went up from Tirzah, and came to 
Samaria, and smote Shallum the son 
of Jabesh in Samaria, and slew him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

15 And the rest of the acts of Shal¬ 
lum, and his conspiracy which he 
made, behold, they are written in the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 

18 Then Menahem smote Tiphsah, 
and all that were therein, aud the 
coasts thereof from Tirzah; heoauee 
they opened not to him, therefore 
ho smote it; and all the womon 
therein that were with child he ripped 
up. 

17 In the nine and thirtieth year 
of Azariah king of Judah began 
Menahom the son of Gadi to roign 
over Israel, and reigned ten years in 
Samaria. 

18 Aud ho did that which was evil 
iu tho sight of the Lord; he de¬ 
parted not all his days from the sins 
of Jeroboam the bod of Nobat, who 
made Israel to sin. 

19 And Pul the king of Assyria 
oame against tho land ; and Mena¬ 
hem gave Pul a thousand talents of 
silver, that his hand might be with 
him to oonfirin the kingdom in his 
hand. 

20 And Menahem exacted the mo¬ 
ney of Israel, even of all the mighty 
men of wealth, of each man fifty 
shekels of silver, to give to tho king 
of Assyria. So tho king of Assyria 
turned back, and stayed not there in 
the land. 

21 And the rest of the aots of Mc- 
nahem, and all that ho did, are they 
not writton in the book of the Chron¬ 
ioles of tho kings of Israel? 

22 And MoDahom slept with his 
fathers ; and Pekahiah his son reign¬ 
ed in hie stead. 
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39 In the fiftieth year of Azariah 
king of Jndah, Pekahiah tho son of 
Menahem began to reign over Israel 
In Samaria, and reigned two years. 

24 And he did that which was evil 
in the Bight of the Lord; he de¬ 
parted not from the sins of Jeroboam 
the ion of Nehat, who made Israel to 
Bin. 

25 But Pekah the son of Remaliah, 
a captain of hifl, conspired against 
him, and smote him in Samaria, in 
the palace of the king^B house, with 
Argoh and Arieh, and. with him fifty 
men of the Gileadites; and he killed 
him, and reigned in his room. 

26 And the rest of the acts of Po- 
kahiah, and all that he did, behold, 
they are written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

27 In the two and fiftieth year of 
Azariah king of Judah, Pekah the 
son of Remaliah began to reign over 
Israel in Samaria, and reigned twenty 
years. 

26 And he did that which was evil 
In the sight of the Lord; he departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

29 In the days of Pekah king of 
Israel came Tiglath-pileser king of 
Assyria, and took Ijon, and Abel- 
beth-maochah, and Janoah, and Ko- 
desh, and Hazor, and Gilead, and 
Galilee, all the land of Naphlali, and 
carried them captive to Assyria. 

30 And Hoshca the son of Elah 
made a conspiracy against Pekah 
the son of Remaliah, and smote him, 
and slew him, and reigned in his stead, 
in the twentieth year of Jotham the 
son of Uzziah. 

31 And the rest of the acts of Pe¬ 
kah, and all that he did, behold, they 
are written in the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel. 

32 In the second year of Pekah the 
ion of Remaliah king of Israel be¬ 
gan Jotham the son of Uzziah king 
of Jndah to reign. 

33 Five and twenty years old was 
he when he began to roign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Jerusha, 
the daughter of Zadok. 

34 And he did that which was right 
In the sight of tho Lord; he did ac¬ 
cording to all that hie father Uzziah 
had done. 


35 Howbeit the high places were 
not removed; the people sacrificed 
and burned incense still in tho high 
places. He built the higher gate of 
the house of the Lord. 

36 Now the rest of the acta of Jo 
tham, and all that he did, are thej 
not written in the hook of the Chron 
iolea of the kings of Judah ? 

37 In those days the Lord began 
to send against Judah Rezin th< 
king of Syria, and Pekah the son of 
Remaliah. 

38 And Jotham slept with his fa 
then, and was bnried with his fa 
then in tho city of David his father 
and Ahaz his son reigned in hi 
stead. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

A box’ wicked reign—He spoileth the tempi 
—Utztkiah succeeddh him. 

N Ihe seventeenth year of Pekal 
the son of Remaliah, Ahaz thi 
son of Jotham king of Judah begac 
to rt ign. 

2 Twenty years old was Ahaz when 
he began to reign, and reigned six¬ 
teen years in Jerusalem, and did nol 
that which was right in the sight of 
the Lord his God, like David his fa 
ther. 

3 But he walked in the way of tho 
kings of Israel, yea, and made hi. 1 
son to pass through the fire, accord¬ 
ing to the abominations of the hea¬ 
then, whom the Lord cast out from 
before the children of Israel. 

4 And he sacrificed and burnt in¬ 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Then Rezin king of Syria, and 
Pekah eon of Remaliah king of Is¬ 
rael, came up to Jerusalem to war, 
and they besieged Ahaz, but could 
not overcome him. 

C At that time Rezin king of Syria 
recovered Elath to Syria, and drave 
the Jews from Elath; and the Sy¬ 
rians came to Elath, and dwelt there 
unto this day. 

7 So Ahaz sent messengers to Tig 
lath-pilcser king of Assyria, saying, 
I am thy servant and thy son ; come 
up, and save me out of the hand of 
the king of Syria, and out of the 
hand of the king of Israel, which 
rise up against me. 

8 And Ahaz took the silver and 
gold that was fonnd in the honse of 
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the Lord, end In the treasures of the 
king's house, and sent it for a pre¬ 
sent to the king of Assyria. 

0 And the king of Assyria heark¬ 
ened unto him; for the king of As¬ 
syria went up againBt Damascus, and 
took it, and carried the people of it 
captive to Kir, and slew Hezin. 

10 And king Aha* wont to Damas- 
oas to moot Tiglnth-pileser king of 
Assyria, and saw an altar that was 
at Damascus: and king Aha* sent to 
Urijah the priest the fashion of the 
altar, and the pattern of it, according 
to all the workmanship thereof. 

11 And Urijah the priest built an 
attar according to all that king Ahaz 
had sent from Damascus'; so Urijah 
the priest made it against king Ahaz 
came from Damascus. 

12 And when the king waH come 
from Damascus, the king saw the 
altar; and the king approached to 
the altar, and offered thereon. 

13 And he burnt his burnt offering 
and his meat offering, and poured 
hie drink offering, and sprinkled the 
blood of his poaoo offerings, upon the 
altar. 

14 And he hrought also the brazen 
altar, which was before tho Lord from 
the forefront of the house, from be¬ 
tween the altar and the house of the 
Lord, and put it on tho north side of 
the altar. 

15 And king Ahaz commanded Uri¬ 
jah the priest, saying, Upon tho great 
altar burn the morning burnt offering, 
and the evening moat offering, and 
the king’s burnt sacrifice, and his 
meat offering, with tho burnt offering 
of all the people of the land, and 
their meat offering, and their drink 
offerings; and sprinkle upon it all 
the blood of the burnt offering, and 
all the blood of the sacrifice; and the 
brazen altar shall be for me to in¬ 
quire by. 

10 Thus did Urijah the priest, ao- 
oording to all that king Ahaz com¬ 
manded. 

17 And king Ahaz out off the borders 
of the bases, and removed tho layer 
from off them; and took down the 
sea from off the brazen oxen that 
were under it, and pat it upon a pave¬ 
ment of stones. 

18 And the oovert for the sabbath 
that they had built in the house, and 


the king’s entry without, turned he 
from the house of the Lord for the 
king of Assyria. 

19 Now the rest of the acts of Aha* 
which ho did, aro they not written in 
tho hook of tho Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

20 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
aDd was buried with his fathers in 
the city of David; and Hezckiah his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XVn. 

Hoshea subdued by Shalmaneser—Samaria 
captivated—The mixture of religions. 

N tho twelfth year of Ahaz king 
of Judah hegan Hoshea the son 
of Elah to reign in Samaria over Is¬ 
rael nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, but not as 
the kings of Israel that were before 
him. 

3 Against him came up Shalmane¬ 
ser king of Assyria; and Hoshea he- 
came his servant, and gave him pre¬ 
sents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found 
conspiracy in Hoshea; for he had 
sent messengers to So king of Egypt, 
and brought no present to the king 
of Assyria, as he had done year by 
year; therefore the king of Assyria 
shut him up, and bound him in prison. 

5 Then the king of Assyria oame 
up throughout all the land, and went 
up to Samaria, And bosieged it three 
years. 

0 In the ninth year of Hoshoa the 
king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, and 

laced them in Ilalah and in Ilabor 

y the river of Qozan, and in the 
oities of the Medes. 

7 For so it was, that tho ohildren of 
Israel had sinned against the Lord 
their God, whioh had brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, from 
under the hand of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and had foared other gods, 

8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lord oast ont from 
hofore the ohildren of Israel, and of 
the kingB of Israel, whioh they had 
made. 

9 And the ohildren of Israel did 
secretly those things that were not 
right against the Lord their God, and 
they built them high plaoos in all 
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their cities, from the tower of the I 
watchmen to the fenced city. 

10 And they set them np images 
and grovea in every high hill, and 
under every green tree; 

11 And there they burnt incenae in 
all the high places, as did the heathen 
whom the Lord carried away before 
them: and wrought wicked thinge to 
provoke the Lord to anger; 

12 For they served idols, whereof 
the Lord had said unto them, Te shall 
not do this thing. 

13 Yet the Lord testified against Is¬ 
rael, and againBt Judah, by all the 

rophets, and by all the seers, saying, 
urn ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments and my statutes, 
acoording to all the law which I com¬ 
manded your fathers, and which I sent 
to yon by my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding, they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like 
to the neck of their fathers, that did 
not believe in the Lord their God. 

15 And they rejected his statutes, 
and his covenant that he made with 
their fathers, and his testimonies 
which he testified against them; and 
they followed vanity, and became 
vain, and went after the heathen that 
were round about them, concerning 
whom the Lord had charged them, 
that they should not do like them. 

10 And they left all the command¬ 
ments of the Lord their God, and 
made them molten images, even two 
calves, and made a grove, and wor¬ 
shipped all the host of heaven, and 
served Baal. 

17 And they caused their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the 
fire, and used divination and enchant¬ 
ments, and sold themselves to do evil 
in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

18 Therefore the Lord was very an¬ 
gry with Israel, and removed them 
out of his sight; there was none left 
but the tribe of Judah only. 

19 Also Judah kept not the oom- 
mandments of the Lord their God, 
but walked in the statutes of Israel 
which they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected all the 
seed of Israel, and afflicted them, and 
delivered them into the hand of spoil¬ 
ers, nntil he had cast them out of his 
tight. 


21 For he rent Israel from the house 
of David; and they made Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat king; and Jeroboam 
drave Israel from following the Lord, 
and made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of Israel walked 
in all the sins of Jeroboam which he 
did ; they departed not from them ; 

23 Until the Lord removed Israel 
out of his sight, as he had said by all 
his servants the prophets. So wat 
Israel carried away oat of their own 
land to Assyria onto this day. 

24 And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cnthah, 
and from Ava, and from Hamath, and 
from Sepharvaim, and placed them 
in the citifes of Samaria instead of 
the children of Israel; and they pos¬ 
sessed Samaria, and dwelt in the 
cities thereof. 

25 And so it was at the beginning 
of their dwelling there, that they 
feared not the Lord; therefore the 
Lord sent lions among them, which 
slew some of them. 

26 Wherefore they spake to the king 
of Assyria, saying, The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Samaria, know not the man¬ 
ner of the God of the land; therefore 
he hath sent lions among them, and, 
behold, they slay them, because they 
know not the manner of the God of 
the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria com¬ 
manded, saying, Carry thither one 
of the priests whom ye hrought from 
thence; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the 
manner of the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom 
they had carried away from Samaria 
came and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught 
them how they should fear the Lord. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods 
of their own, and put them in the 
houses of the high places which the 
Samaritans had made, every nation 
in their cities wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
Snocoth-benoth, and the men of Cnth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Ashima, 

31 And the Avites made Nibhaa 
and Tartak, and the Sepharvite* 
burnt their children in fire to Adram- 
melech and Anaramelech, the gods of 
Sepharvaim. 
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32 So they feared the Lord, and 
made unto themselves of the lowest 
of them priests of the high places, 
which sacrificed for them in the 
houses of Lhe high places. 

33 They feared the Lord, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of 
the nations whom they oarricd away 
from thenoo. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners; they fear not the 
Lord, neither do they after their stat¬ 
utes, or after their ordinances, or 
after the law and commandment 
which the Lord commanded the chil¬ 
dren of Jacob, whom he named Israel; 

35 With whom the Lord had made 
a covenant, and charged them, Bay¬ 
ing, Ye shall nol fear other gods, 
Dor bow yourselves to them, nor servo 
them, nor sacrifice to them; 

36 But the Lord, who brought you 
up out of the land of Egypt with 
great powor and a stretohed-out arm, 
him shall ye fear, and him shall ye 
worship, and to him shall ye do sacri¬ 
fice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordi¬ 
nances, and the law, and the com¬ 
mandment, which he wrote for you, 
ye shall observe to do for ovormore ; 
and ye Bh&ll not fear other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have 
made with you ye shall not forget; 
neither shall ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lord your God yo shall 
fear; aod he shall doliver you out of 
the hand of all your enomios. 

40 Howboil they did not hearkon, 
but they did after tbeir former man¬ 
ner. 

41 So these nations foored the Lord, 
and served their graven images, both 
their ohildron, and their children's 
children ; as did their fathers, so do 
they unto this day. 

CHAPTKH XVIII. 

Hesekiah dfjtrvyeth idolatry, and prot- 
prrrih- -Kab-shakrh rnriUth HwkiaJu 

OW it oamo to pass in the third 
year of Hoshca son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to roign ; and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in 
Jerusalem. His mother’s name also 
was Abi, the daughter of Zaohariah. 

3 And he did that whioh was right 


in the sight of the Lord, aooordlng 
to all that David his father did. 

4 He removed the high plaoes, and 
brake the imago9, and out down the 
groves, and brake in pieoes the brazen 
serpent that Moses had made ; for 
unto thoso days the children of Israel 
did burn incense to it; and he called 
it Nehushtan. 

5 He trusted in the Lord God of 
Israel; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of Ju¬ 
dah, nor any that wore before him. 

6 For he olave to the Lord, and de¬ 
parted not from following him, but 
kept his commandments, which the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

7 And the Lord was with him; and 
he prospered whithersoovor ho went 
forth; and he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Philistines, even 
unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 
the fenced city. 

6 And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Jlezekiah, which was 
the seventh year of Hoshea son of 
Elah king of Israel, that Shalma¬ 
neser king of Assyria came up against 
Samaria, and besieged it. 

10 And at the end of three year? 
they took it; even in tho sixth year 
of nezekiah, that is the ninth year 
of Hoshea king of Israel, Samaria 
was taken. 

11 And the king of Assyria did 
carry away Israel onto Assyria, and 
put them in Halah and in Hahor by 
the river of Gozan, and in the oilies 
of the Medes; 

12 Because they obeyed not the 
voioe of the Lord their God, but 
transgressed his oovenant, and alt 
that Moses the servant of the Lord 
oommandod, and would not hear 
Lhem, nor do them. 

13 Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Hezekiah did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria come up against all the 
fonoed cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah 
sent to the king of Assyria to La- 
chisb, saying, I have offended; re¬ 
turn from me; that whioh thou put- 
test on me will I bear. And the king 
of Assyria appointed unto Hezekiah 
king of Judah three handred talents 
of silver and thirty talents of gold. 
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16 And Hezekiah gave him all the 
silver that was found in the house of 
the Lord, and in the treasures of the 
king's house. 

16 At that time did Hezekiah cut 
off the gold from the doors of the 
temple of the Lord, aDd from the 
pillars whioh Hezekiah king of Ju- 
dah had overlaid, and gave it to the 
king of Assyria. 

17 And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Rabsaris and Rab-ehakeh 
from Lachish to king Hezekiah with 
a great host against Jerusalem; and 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
oame and stood by the conduit of the 
upper pool, which is in the highway 
o? the fuller’s field. 

IS And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, which was over 
the household, and Shehna the scribe, 
and Joah the son of Asaph the re¬ 
corder. 

19 And Rab-ehakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Hezekiah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trusteBt ? 

20 Thou eayeet, (but they are but 
vain words,) I have counsel and 
strength for the war. Now on whom 
doBt thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against me ? 

21 Now, behold, thou trusteet upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even 
upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, 
it will go into his hand, and pierce 
it; so is Pharaoh king of Egypt unto 
all that trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me, We trust 
jn the Lord our God ; is not that he, 
whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye 
shall worship before this altar in 
Jerusalem ? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of As¬ 
syria, and I will deliver thee two 
thousand horses, if thou be able on 
thy part to set riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one oaptain of the least 
of my master's servants, and put thy 
trust on Egypt for oh&riots and for 
horsemen ? 

96 Am I now come up without the 


Lord against this place to destroy It7 
The Lord said to me, Go up against 
this land, and destroy it. 

26 Then said Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Syrian language; 
for we understand it; and talk no! 
with us in the Jews’ language in the 
ears of the people that are on the wall. 

27 But Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy mas¬ 
ter, and to thee, to speak these words? 
hath he not sent me to the men which 
sit on the wall, that they may eat 
their own dung, and drink their owd 
piss with you? 

28 Then Rab-ehakeh stood and 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews' 
language, and spake, saying, Hear 
the word of the great king, the king 
of Assyria; 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hezekiah deceive you; for he shall 
not be able to deliver you oat of bis 
hand ; 

30 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the hand 
of the king of Assyria. 

31 Hearken not to Hezekiah; for 
thus Baith the king of Assyria, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me, and then eat ye 
every man of his own vine, and every 
one of his fig tree, and drink ye every 
one the waters of his cistern ; 

32 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread 
and vineyards, a land of oil olive and 
of honey, that ye may live, and not 
die; and hearken not unto Hezekiah, 
when he persuadeth yon, saying, The 
Lord will deliver us. 

33 Hath any of the gods of the na¬ 
tions delivered at all this land out of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? 

34 Where are the gods of Hamath, 
and of Arpad? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivah? have 
they delivered Samaria out of mine 
hand ? 

35 Who are they among all the gods 
of the countries, that have delivered 
their country oat of mine hand, that 
the Lord should deliver Jerusalem 
out of mine band ? 
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30 But the people held their peaoo, 
and answered him not a word; for 
the king’B commandment was, say¬ 
ing, Answer him not. 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, whioh was over the house¬ 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah the son of Asaph the recorder, 
to Hezekiah with their clothes rent, 
and told him the words of Rab- 
ihakob. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

llfMJeiah vunimeih—Hezekiah't prayer — 
Iiaiah’i prophecy—An angel slayeth the 
A uyriant—Sennacherib ii slain. 

ND it oame to pass, when king 
Ilozokiah hoard it, that ho rent 
his olothos, and covered himself with 
Backcloth, and went into the house 
of the Lord. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, which was 
over the household, and Shebna tho 
scribe, and the elders of tho priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah the 
prophet the son of Amoz. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus 
saith Hezekiah, This day is a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and blas¬ 
phemy; for the children are come to 
the birth, and there is not strength 
to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Lord thy God will 
hear all the words of Rab-shakoh, 
whom the king of Assyria his master 
hath sent to reproaoh the living God; 
and will reprove the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard; wherefore 
lift up thy prayer for the romnant 
that are loft. 

6 So the servants of king Hezekiah 
oame to Isaiah. 

6 And Isaiah said unto them, Thus 
shall ye say to your master, Thus 
aaith tho Lord, Be not afraid of the 
words whioh thou haBt heard, with 
whioh the servants of the king of 
Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hoar a rumour, and 
shall return to his own land; and I 
will oause him to fall by the Bword in 
his own land. 

8 So Rab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 
•gainst Libnah; for he had heard 
that he was departed from Laohish. 

9 And when he heard say of Tir- 
hakah king of Ethiopia, Behold, he 
Is oome out to fight against thee; he 


sent messengers again unto Hezekiah, 
saying, 

10 Thus Hhall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy 
God in whom thou trustest deceive 
thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be 
delivered into the hand of the king 
of Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to all 
lands, by destroying them utterly; 
and shalt thou bo delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations de¬ 
livered them which my fathers have 
destroyed; as Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezcph, and the ohildren of Eden 
whioh were in Tholasar? 

13 Where is tho king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad, and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, 
and Ivah ? 

14 And Hezekiah received the let¬ 
ter of tho hand of the messengers, 
and read it; and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of the Lord, and 
spread it before the Lord. 

15 And Hezekiah. prayed before the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord God of Israel, 
whioh dwellest between the choru- 
bim, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms ol the 
earth; thou hast made heaven and 
earth. 

10 Lord, bow down thine ear, and 
hear; open, Lord, thino eyes, and see; 
and hear the words of Sennacherib, 
whioh hath sent him to reproach the 
living God. 

17 Of a truth, Lord, the kings of 
Assyria have destroyed the nations 
and their lands, 

18 And have oast their gods into 
the fire; for they were no gods, but 
the work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone ; therefore they have destroyed 
them. 

19 Now therefore, 0 Lord our God, 
I beseech thee, save thou us out of 
his hand, that all the kingdoms of 
the earth may know that thou art 
the Lord God, even thou only. 

20 Then Isaiah the eon of Amos 
sent to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, That whioh 
thou hast prayed to me against Sen¬ 
nacherib king of Assyria I have heard. 

21 This is the word that the Lord 
hath spoken concerning him; The 
virgin the daughtor of Zion hath 
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despised thee, and laughed thee to 
acorn; the daughter of Jerusalem 
hath shaken her head at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voioo, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high ? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

23 Dy tny messengers thou hast re¬ 
proached the Lord, and hast said, 
With the multitude of my chariots I 
am come up to tho height of the 
mountains, to the sides of Lebanon, 
and will out down tho tall cedar 
trees thereof, and tho choice fir trees 
thereof; and I will enter into the 
lodgings of his borders, and into the 
forest of his Carmel 

24 I hare digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of be¬ 
sieged places. 

25 Hast thou not heard long ago 
how I have done it, and of ancient 
times that I havo formed it? now 
have I brought it to pass, that thou 
shouldest bo to lay waste fenced 
cities into ruinous heaps. 

26 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and oonfounded; they were as the 
grass of the field, and as the green 
herb, as the grass on the house-tops, 
and as oorn blasted hefore it be grown 
up. 

27 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and 
thy rage against me. 

28 Because thy rage against mo 
and thy tumult is come up into mino 
ears, therefore I will put my hook in 
thy nose, and my hridle in thy lips, 
and I will turn thee back hy the way 
by which thou earnest. 

29 And thiB shall he a sign unto 
thee. Ye shall eat this year such 
things as grow of themselves, and in 
the seoond year thatwhioh springeth 
of the samo; and in the third year 
sow ye, and reap, and plant vine¬ 
yards, and eat the fruits thereof. 

30 And the remnant that is esoaped 
of the house of Judah shall yet again 
take root downward, and bear fruit 
upward. 

31 For out of Jerusalem shall go 
forth a remnant, and they that escape 
ont of mount Zion ; tho zeal of the 
Lord of hosts shall do this. 


32 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning the king of Assyria, He 
shall not come into this city, nor 
shoot an arrow there, nor come he¬ 
fore it with shield, nor cast a bank 
against it. 

33 By the way that he came, by 
the same shall he return, and 9hall 
not come into this city, saith the 
Lord. 

34 For I will defend this city to 
save it, for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David's sake. 

35 And it came to pass that night, 
that the angel of the Lord went out, 
and smote in the camp of the Assy¬ 
rians a hundred four-score and five 
thousand; and when they who were 
left arose early in the morning, be¬ 
hold, they were all dead corpses. 

36 So Sennacherib king of Assyria, 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nineveh. 

37 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch 
his'god, that Adrammelech and Sha- 
rezer his sons smote him with Lhe 
sword; and they escaped into the 
land of Armenia. And Esar-haddon 
his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XX. 

HtteJeiah's life lengthened— The shadow goeth 
ten degreej backward—Isaiah foreteUeiM 
the Babylonian captivity—AlanajstA hjo 
ccedeih HcteJeiah. 

N those days was Hezekiah sick 
unto death. And the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz came to him, 
and said unto him. Thus saith the 
Lord, Set thine house in order; for 
thou shalt die, and not live. 

2 Then he turned his face to the 
wall, aLd prayed unto the Lord, say¬ 
ing, 

3 I beseech thee, 0 Lord, remember 
now how I have walked before thee 
in truth and with a perfect heart, 
and have done that which is good 
in thy sight. And Hezekiah wept 
sore. 

4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone ont into tho middle court, 
that the word of the Lord oame to 
him, sayiDg, 

5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah 
the captain of my people. Thus saith 
the Lord, the God of David thy 
father, I have heard thy prayer, I 
have seen thy tears ; behold, I will 
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CHAPTER XXL 


heal thee; on the third day thou 
■halt go up unto the house of the 
Lord. 

6 And I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years; and I will deliver thee 
and this city out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria; and I will defend 
this city for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David’s sake. 

7 And Isaiah said, Take a lump of 
figs. And thoy took and laid it on 
the boil, and he recovered. 

8 And llezekiah said unto Isaiah, 
What shall be the sign that the Lord 
will heal mo, and that I shall go up 
into the house of the Lord the third 
day ? 

9 And Isaiah said, This sign shalt 
thou have of the Lord, that the Lord 
will do the thing that he hath spoken; 
shall the shadow go forward ten de¬ 
grees, or go back ten degrees ? 

10 And Hczckiah answered, It is 
a light thing for the shadow to go 
down ten degrees; nay, but let the 
shadow return huckward ten degrees. 

11 And Isaiah tho prophet cried 
unto the Lord; and he brought the 
shadow ten degrees baokward, by 
whioh it had gone down in the dial 
of Ahaz. 

12 At that time Berodnch-baladan, 
the son of Baladan, king of Babylon, 
sent letters and a present unto Heze- 
kiah; for ho had heard that llezekiah 
had been sick. 

13 And llezekiah hearkened unto 
them, and showed them all the house 
of his precious things, the silver, and 
the gold, and the spices, and the pre¬ 
cious ointment, and all tho house of 
his armour, and all that was found 
in his treasures; there was nothing 
in his house, nor in all hiB dominion, 
that llezekiah showed them not. 

14 Then came Isaiah tho prophet 
unto king Hezekiah, and said unto 
him, What said those men 7 and from 
whence came they unto thee? And 
Hezekiah said, They are come from 
a far country, even from Babylon. 

16 And he said, What have they 
seen in thine house? And Hezekiah 
answered, All the things that are in 
mine house have they seen; there is 
nothing among my treasures that I 
have not showed them. 

16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lord. 


17 Behold, the days oome. that all 
that is in thine house, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in store onto 
this day, shall be carried unto Baby¬ 
lon ; nothing shall he left, saith the 
Lord. 

18 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, whioh thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they shall 
be eunuohs in the palace of the king 
of Babylon. 

19 Then said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, 
Good is the word of the Lord whioh 
thou hast spoken. And ho said, Is 
it not good, if peace and truth be in 
my days? 

20 And the rest of the acts of He¬ 
zekiah, and all his might, and how 
he made a pool, and a conduit, and 
brought water into the oity, are they 
not written in the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah ? 

21 And Hezekiah slept with his 
fathers; and Manaseeh his son 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Hanoi sth’s idolatry—Amon tucceedelh him 
—He being slain, Josiah is made king. 
ANASSEH was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and 
reigned fifty and five years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And bis mother’s name was 
Hcphzi-buh. 

2 And ho did that which was evil 
in the eight of tho Lord, after the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
tho Lord oast out hefore the ohildren 
of Israel. 

3 For he built up again the high 
places which Hezekiah hie father had 
destroyed; and he reared up altars 
for Baal, and made a grove, as did 
Ahab king of Israel; and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and served 
them. 

4 And he built altars in the house 
of the Lord, of whioh tho Lord said, 
Id Jerusalem will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all the 
host of heaven in the two oourts of 
the house of the Lord. 

6 And he made his son pass 
through the lire, and observed times, 
and used enchantments, and dealt 
with familiar apirita and wizards; he 
wrought much wickedness in the 
sight of the Lord, to provoko him to 
anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of

the grove that he had made In the 
house, of which the Lord Baid to 
David, and to Solomon his bod, Id 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for ever. 

8 Neither will I make the feet of 
Israel move any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; only if 
they will observe to do according to 
all that I have commanded them, and 
according to all the law that my ser¬ 
vant Moses commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not; and 
Manasseh seduced them to do more 
evil than did the nations whom the 
Lord destroyed before the children 
of Israel. 

10 And the Lord spake by his ser¬ 
vants the prophets, saying, 

11 Because Manasseh king of Judah 
hath done these abominations, and 
hath done wickedly above all that 
the Amorites did, which were before 
him, and hath made Judah also to sin 
with his idols; 

12 Thereforo thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Behold, I am bringing 
Bnch evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, 
that whosoever heareth of it, both 
his ears shall tingle. 

13 And I will stretch over Jerusalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the house of Ahab; and I will 
wipe Jerusalem as a man wipeth a 
diBh, wiping it, and turning it upside 
down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant 
of mine inheritance, and deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies; and 
they shall become a prey and a spoil 
to all their enemies ; 

15 Because they have done that 
which was evil in my sight, and have 
provoked me to anger, since the day 
their fathers came forth out of Egypt, 
even unto this day. 

16 Moreover Manasseh shed inno¬ 
cent blood very much, till he had filled 
Jerusalem from one end to another; 
besides bis sin wherewith he mado 
Judah to sin, in doing that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

17 Now the rest of the acta of 
Manasseh, and all that he did, and 
his sin that he sinned, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his 


fathers, and was buried in the garden 
of his own house, in the garden of 
Uzza; and Amon his son reigned in 
his stead. 

19 Amon waa twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Meshul- 
lemcth, the daughter of Haruz of 
Jotbah. 

20 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, as his father 
Manasseh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way 
that his father walked in, and served 
the idols that his father served, and 
worshipped them; 

22 And he forsook the Lord God of 
his fathers, and walked not in the 
way of the Lord. 

23 And the servants of Amon con¬ 
spired against him, and slew the 
king in his own house. 

24 And the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon ; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his Bon king in bis 
stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah ? 

26 And he was buried in his sep 
ulchre in the garden of Uzza; ami 
Joaiah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXn. 

Josiah repair eth the temple—The book of thd 
law found—Huldah prophesieth. 
OSIAII was eight years old when 
ho began to reign, and he reigned 
thirty and ODe years in Jerusalem. 
And hia mother's name was Jedidah, 
the daughter of Adaiah of BoBcath. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in all the way of David hia father, 
and turned not aside to the right 
hand or to the left. 

3 And it came to pasa in the 
eighteenth year of king Josiah, that 
the king sent Shaphan the son of 
Azaliah, the son of Meebullam, the 
soribe, to the house of the Lord, say¬ 
ing, 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which it 
brought into the houBe of the Lord, 
whioh the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people : 
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5 And lot them deliver it into the 
hand of the doers of the work, that 
have the oversight of the house of 
the Lord ; and let them give it to tho 
doors of tho work, which ia in the 
house of the Lord, to repair the 
breaches of the house, 

0 Unto carpenters, and builders, 
and masons, and to buy timhor and 
hewn stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit, there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand, hecause 
they dealt faithfully. 

8 And Hilkiah the high priost said 
unto Shaphan the Bcribe, I have 
found the book of the law in tho house 
of the Lord. And Hilkiah gnvo the 
book to Shaphan, aud he read it. 

0 And Bhuphan tho scribe came to 
the king, and brought the king word 
again, and said, Thy servants have 
gathered the money that was found 
in the houso, and have delivered it 
into the hand of them that do the 
work, that have the oversight of tho 
house of the Lord. 

10 And Shaphan the soribe showed 
tho king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath deliverod mo a book. And 
Shaphan read it before the king. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard tho words of tho 
book of tho law, that he rent his 
olotheB. 

12 And the king commanded Hil¬ 
kiah the priest, and Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and Achbor the son of 
Miohaiah, and Shaphan tho soribe, 
and Asahiah a servant of tho king’s, 
saying, 

13 Go ye, inquire of the Lord for 
me, and for the people, and for all 
Judah, concerning the words of this 
booh that is found ; for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is kindled 
•gainst us, because our fathers have 
not hearkened unto the words of this 
book, to do according onto all that 
which is written concerning us. 

14 Bo Hilkiah the prieRt, and 
Ahikam, and Achbor, aud 6haphnn, 
and Asahiah, wont unto nuldan, the 
prophetess, the wife of 6hallnm the 
son of Tikvah, the son of Harhas, 
keeper of the wardrobe; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college ;) 
and they communed with her. 

16 And she said unto them, Thns 


snith the Lord God of Israel, Tell the 
man that sent yon to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, 1 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even all 
tne words of the book which the 
king of Judah hath road; 

17 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their 
hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
kindled against this place, and shall 
not be quenched. 

18 But to the king of Judah which 
sent you to inquire of the Lord, thus 
Bhall ye say to him, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, As touching the 
words which thou hast heard ; 

19 Bocause thine heart was tender, 
and thou hasthumhled thyself before 
the Lord, when thou hcardest what I 
spake against this place, and against 
the inhabitants theroof, that they 
should become a desolation and a 
curse, and hast rent thy olothes, and 
wept before me; I also have heard 
thee, saith the Lord. 

20 Behold therefore, I will gather 
thee unto thy fathers, end thou shalt 
be gathered into thy grave in peace; 
and thine eyes shall not see all the 
evil whioh I will bring upon this 
piece. And they brought the king 
word again. 

CnAFTER XXIII. 

Josiah causelh the book of the lam to be read 
in a solemn assembly—Hr rennotih the 
covenant of the Lord—He destroyeth idol¬ 
atry—He burnt dead men's bones upon the 
altar <rf Ueth-el—He kept paesover—He 
put away witches — Josiah slain — Jthaux- 
kim made king. 

ND the king sent, and they ga¬ 
thered unto him all the elders of 
Judfth and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went np into the 
houso of the Lord, and all the men 
of Judah and all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem with him, and the priests, 
and the prophets, and all the people, 
both small and great; aDd he read 
in their ears all the words of the 
book of the covenant whioh waa found 
in the house of the Lord. 

3 And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the 
Lord, to walk after the Lord, and to 
keep his commandments and his tes¬ 
timonies and his statutes with aU 
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their heait and all their bouI, to per¬ 
form the words of this covenant that 
were written in this book. And all 
the people stood to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the high prieBt, and the prieBts of 
the second order, and the keepers of 
the door, to bring forth out of the 
temple of the Lord all the vessels 
that were made for Baal, and for the 
grove, and for all the host of heaven ; 
and he burned them without Jerusa¬ 
lem in the fields of Kidron, and car¬ 
ried the ashes of them onto Beth-el. 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 

ricsts, whom the kings of Judah 

ad ordained to burn incense in the 

high places in the cities of Judah, 
and in the places ronnd about Jeru¬ 
salem ; them also that burned incense 
unto Baal, to the sun, and to the 
moon, and to the planets, and to all 
the host of heaven. 

6 And ho brought out the grove 
from the bouse of the Lord, without 
Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidron, 
and burned it at the brook Kidron, 
and stamped it small to powder, and 
east the powder thereof upon the 
graves of the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of 
the sodomites, that were by the house 
of the Lord, where tho women wove 
hangings for the grove. 

6 And he brought all the priests 
out of the cities of Judah, and defiled 
the high places where the priests 
had burned incense, from Geba to 
Beer-sheba, and brake down the 
high places of the gates that were in 
the entering in of the gate of Joshua 
the governor of the city, which wore 
on a man's left hand at the gate of 
the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places oame not up to the altar 
of the Lord in Jerusalem, but they 
did eat of the unleavened bread 
among their brethren. 

10 And he defiled Topheth, which 
is in the valley of the children of 
Hinnoin, that no man might make 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire to Moleoh. 

11 And he took away the horses 
that the kings of Judah had given to 
the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the Lord, by the chamber 
of Nathan-meleoh the chamberlain, I 


which was in the suburbs, and 
burned the chariots of the sun with 
fire. 

12 And the altars that were on the 
top of Ibe upper chamber of Ahas, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which MaDasseh had 
made in the two courts of the house 
of the Lord, did the king beat down, 
and brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that were 
before Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corrup¬ 
tion, which Solomon the king of 
Israel had builded for Ashtoreth the 
abomination of the Zidonians, and 
for Chcmofih the abomination of the 
Moabites, and for Milcom the abomi¬ 
nation of the children of Ammon, 
did the king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the 
images, and cut down the groves, 
and filled their places with the bones 
of men. 

15 Moreover the altar that was s' 
Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin, had made, both thsr 
altar and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, and 
stamped it small to powder, and 
burned the grove. 

16 And as Josiah turned himself, be 
spied the sepulchres that were tkerti 
in the mount, and sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, ami 
burned them upon the altar, ami 
polluted it, according to the won! 
of the Lord which the man of Qod 
proclaimed, who proclaimed these 
words. 

17 Then he said, What title is that 
that I see ? And the men of the oitj 
told him, It iB the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Ju 
dah, and proclaimed these things that 
thou hast done against the altar of 
Beth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alono; lei 
no man move his bones. So they lei 
hie bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that oame out of Samaria. 

19 And all the houses nlso of the 
high places that were in tho cities of 
Samaria, which the kings of Israel 
had made to provoke tho Lord to 
anger, Josiah took away, and did te 
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them according to all the acts that 
ho had done in Beth-el. 

20 And bo slew all tho priests of the 
high places that were there upon tho 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And the king commanded all the 
people, saying, Keep the passover 
unto the Lord your God, as it is writ¬ 
ten in tho book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holdcn such 
a passover from the days of the 
juages that judged Israol, nor in all 
the days of the kings of Israel, nor 
of the kings of Judah ; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of 
king Josiah, wherein this passover 
was holdcn to tne Lord in Jerusalem. 

24 Moreover the workers with fami¬ 
liar spirits, and the wizards, and tho 
images, and tho idols, and all the 
abominations that wore spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Josiah put away, that he might per¬ 
form the words of the law, which wero 
written in the book that Hilkiah 
tho nriost found in the hoaBe of the 
Lord. 

25 And like unto him was there no 
king before him, that turned to the 
Lord with all his hoart, and with all 
his bouI, and with all hiB might, 
according to all the law of Moses; 
neither alter him arose there any like 
him. 

2fl Notwithstanding, the Lord turned 
not from the fierceness of his great 
wrath, whorewilh his anger was 
kindled against Judah, booause of all 
the provocations that Manasseh had 
provoked him withal. 

27 And the Lord said, I will re- 
movo Judah also out of my sight, as 
I have romovod Israel, and will oast 
off this oity Jerusalem whioh I have 
chosen, and tho house of whioh I 
said, My name shall be there. 

28 Now tho rest of the aots of Jo¬ 
siah, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

20 Inh is duyB Pharaoh-neohoh king 
of Egypt went up against the king 
of Assyria to the river Euphrates; 
and king Josiah went against him; 
and he slow him at Megiddo, when 
he had soen him. 

30 And his servants oarriod him in 
* chariot dead from Megiddo, and 


brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his own sepulchre. And the 
people of the land took Jeboahai 
the sou of Josiah, and anointed him, 
and made him kiug in his father's 
stead. 

31 Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when ho began to reign, and 
he reigned three months in Jerusa¬ 
lem. And his mother's name was 
Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah 
of Libnah. 

32 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his fathers had done. 

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him in 
bands at Iliblah in tho land of Ha¬ 
math, that he might not reign in Je¬ 
rusalem ; and put tho land to a tribute 
of a hundred talents of silver, and a 
talent of gold. 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Elia- 
kim the son of Josiah king in the 
room of Josiah hi9 father, and turned 
his name to Jehoiakim, and took Je¬ 
hoahaz away; and he camo to Egypt, 
and died there. 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver 
and tho gold to Pharaoh; but he 
taxed the land to give the money ao- 
oording to tho commandment of Pha¬ 
raoh ; he exacted the silver and the 
gold of tho people of the land, of 
every one according to his taxation, 
to give it uuto Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when ho began to reign ; 
and he reigned elevon years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And hiB mother’s name was 
Zebudah, the daughtor of Pedaiah 
of Ruuiah. 

37 And he did that whioh was evil 
in the sight of tho Lord, aooording 
to all that hiB fathers had done. 

CLIAPTKR XXIV. 

Jehoiakim procure th his own ruin — Jehoia- 

chin's evil reign—Jerusalem Liken and 

carried captive into Babylon —ZedeJaah 

is made icing. 

N his days Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon oame up, and Jehoia¬ 
kim became his servant three yean; 
then he turned and rebelled against 
him. 

2 And the Lord sent against him 
bands of the Chaldees, and bands of 
the Syrians, and bands of the Moab¬ 
ites, and bands of the children of 
Ammon, and sent them against Ju- 
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dah to destroy it, according to the 
word of the Lord, whiob he spako by 
his servants the prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of 
the Lord came thiB upon Judah, to 
remove them out of hiB sight, for the 
sins of Manasseh, according to all 
that he did; 

4 And also for the innocent blood 
that he shed; for he filled Jerusalem 
with innocent blood; which the Lord 
would not pardon. 

5 Now the rest of the aots of Jehoia- 
kim, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

6 So Jehoiakim slept with his fa¬ 
thers ; and Jehoiachin his son reigned 
in his stead. 

7 And the king of Egypt oame not 
again aDy more out of hie land; for 
the king of Babylon had taken from 
the river of Egypt unto the river Eu¬ 
phrates all that pertained to the king 
of Egypt. 

8 Jehoiachin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months. 
And his mother’s name was Nehushta, 
the daughter of Elnathau of Jerusa¬ 
lem. 

9 And he did that which was evil 
In the Bight of the Lord, according 
to all that his father had done. 

10 At that time the servants of Ne¬ 
buchadnezzar king of Babylon came 
np against Jerusalem, and the oity 
was besieged. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar king of Ba¬ 
bylon oame again9t the city, and his 
servants did besiege it. 

12 And Jehoiachin the king of Ju¬ 
dah went out to the king of Babylon, 
he, and his mother, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his officers ; and 
the king of Babylon took him in the 
eighth year of his reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, 
aud the treasures of the king’s house, 
and out in pieces all the vessels of 
gold whioh Solomon king of Israel 
had made in the temple of the Lord, 
as the Lord had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jerusa¬ 
lem, and all the prinoes, and all the 
mighty men of valour, even ten thou¬ 
sand oaptives, and all the craftsmen 
and smiths; none remained, save the 


poorest sort of the people of the 
land. 

15 And he carried away Jehoiachin 
to Babylon, and the king’s mother, 
and the king’s wives, and his officers, 
and the mighty of the land, those car¬ 
ried he into captivity from Jerusalem 
to Babylon. 

16 And all the men of might, even 
seven thousand, and craftsmen anil 
smiths a thousand, all that were strong 
and apt for war, even them the king 
of Babylon brought captive to Ba¬ 
bylon. 

17 And the king of Babylon mad* 
Mattaniah his father’s brother king 
in his stead, and changed his nanir- 
to Zedekiah. 

18 Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru 
Salem. And his mother’s name was 
Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiub 
of Libnah. 

19 And he did that which was evil 
in the eight of the Lord, according to 
all that Jehoiakim had done. 

20 For through the anger of the 
Lord it came to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, until he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zedckinli 
rebelled against the king of Babylon 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Jerusalem besieged—Zedekiah taken, Ai.ti.au 
tlain , his eyes put out—Judah carried itito 
captivity. 

ND it oame to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tend* 
month, in the tenth day of the month, 
that Nebachadnezzar king of Bain 
Ion came, he, and all his ho9t, against 
Jerusalem, and pitched against it : 
and they built forts againBt it rouml 
about. 

2 And the oity was besieged unto 
the eleventh year of king Zedekiah 

3 And on the ninth day of the fonrili 
month the famine prevailed in the 
oity, and there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 

4 And the oity was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled by night by the 
way of the gate botween two walls, 
whioh is by the king’s garden; (now 
the Chaldees were against the oily 
round about;) and tho king wont the 
way toward the plain. 

5 And the army of the Chaldee* > 
pursued after the king, and over*'' u 
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him In the plains of Jorioho; and all 
his army were scattered from him. 

0 So they look the king, and brought 
him up to the king of Babylon to Rib- 
lah; and they gave judgment upon 
him. 

7 And they slew the sons of Zedo- 
kiah before hlB eyes, and put out tho 
eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him 
with fetters of brass, and carried him 
to Babylon. 

8 And in the fifth month, on tho 
seventh day of the month, which is 
tho nineteenth year of king Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon, came 
Ncbuzar-adan, captain of the guard, 
a servant of the king of Babylon, 
unto Jerusalem ; 

6 And he burnt tbe houso of tho 
Lord, and the king’s houso, and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, and every 
great man’s house burnt he with fire. 

10 And all tho army of the Chal¬ 
dees, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down the walls of 
Jerusalem round ahout. 

11 Now the rest of the people that 
were left in the city, and the fugitives 
that fell away to the king of Bnhy- 
lon, with the remnant of tho multi¬ 
tude, did Nebuzar-adan tho captain 
of the guard oarry away. 

12 But the captain of the guard 
left of the poor of the land to be 
vinedressers and husbandmen. 

13 And the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lord, and 
tho haBcs, and the brazen sea that 
was in the house of tho Lord, did 
the Chaldees break in pieces, and 
aarried the brass of them to Babylon. 

14 And tho pots, and tho shovels, 
and the snuflers, and the spoons, 
and all the vessels of brass wherowith 
they ministered, took they away. 

16 And the firo-pans, and tho howls, 
and such things as wore of gold, in 
gold, and of silver, in silvor, the cap¬ 
tain of tbe guard took Away. 

10 The two pillars, one sea, and 
the bases which Solomon had made 
for the house of tho Lord ; the brass 
of all these vessels was without 
weight. 

17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen oubitB, and the ohapitor 
upon it was brass j and the height of 
Ihe ohapiter three cubits; and the 
wrealhen work and pomegranates 


upon the ohapiter round about, all 
of brass; and like unto these haJ 
the second pillar with wreathen work. 

18 And the captain of the guard 
took Scrainh tho chief priest, and 
Zcphauiah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door; 

16 And out of the city he took an 
officer that was set over the men of 
war, and five men of them that were 
in the king’s presence, which were 
found in the city, and the principal 
scribe of the host, which mustered 
tho people of tho land, and three¬ 
score men of the peoplo of the land 
that were found in the city ; 

20 And Ncbuzar-adan captain of 
the guard took these, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon to Rib- 
lah ; 

21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Rihlah in the 
land of Hamath. So Judah was car¬ 
ried away out of their land. 

22 And as for the people that re¬ 
mained in the land of Judah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
had left, even over them he made 
Qcdaliah the son of Ahikam, the son 
of Shephan, ruler. 

23 And when all the oaptains of 
tho armies, they and their men, hoard 
that the king of Babylon had mado 
Gedaliah governor, there came to 
Gcdaliah to Mizpah, even Iehmael 
the bod of Nethaniah, and Johanan 
the son of Careah, and Seraiah the 
son of Tanhumeth the Netophothite, 
and Jaazaniah the Bon of a Maaohath- 
itc, they and their men. 

24 And Gedaliah eware to them, and 
to their men, and said unto them, 
Fear not to be the servants of the 
Chaldees; dwell in the land, and 
eerve the king of Bahylon; and it 
shall he well with you. 

25 But it oame to pass in the 
seventh month, that Ishmacl, the son 
of Nethaniah, the son of Elishama, 
of tbe seed royal, oame, and ten 
men with him, and smote Gedaliah, 
that he died, and tho Jews and the 
Chaldees that were with him at Mil- 
pah. 

20 And nil the people, both small 
and great, and the oaptains of the 
armies, arose and oame to Egypt; for 
they were afraid of the Chaldees. 

27 And it oame to pass in the sevon 
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and thirtieth year of the oaptiv ity 
of Johoiachin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, on the seven and 
twentieth day of the month, that Evil- 
morodach king of Babylon in the 
yoar that he began to reign did lift 
up the head of Jehoiachin king of 
Judah out of prison ; 

28 And he spako kindly to him, and 


set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon ; 

29 And changed his prison gar¬ 
ments; and he did eat bread continu¬ 
ally before him all the days of his life. 

30 And his allowance was a con¬ 
tinual allowance given him of the 
king, a daily rale for every day, all 
the days of his life.

6 And the sons of Gomer; Ashche- 
naz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. 

7 And the sons of Javan; Elishah, 
and Tarshish, Kittim, and Dodanim. 
8 The sons of Ham ; Cush, and Miz- 
raim, Put, and Canaan. 

9 And the sons of Cush ; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabta, and Raamah, 
and Sabtecha. And the sons of Raa¬ 
mah ; Sheba, and Dedan. 

10 And Cush begat Nimrod; ho 
began to be mighty upon the earth. 

11 And Mizraim begat Ludim, and 
Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naph- 
tuhim. 

12 And Pathrusim, and Casluhim, 
(of whom came the Philistines,) and 
Caphtorim. 

13 And Canaan begat Zidon his 
first-born, and Heth, 

14 The Jebnsite also, and the Amor- 
ite, and the Girgashito, 

15 And the Hivite, and the Arkite, 
and the Sinite, 

16 And the Arvadite, and the Ze- 
marite, and the Hamathite. 

17 The suns of Shem; Elam, and 
Asshur, and Arphaxad, and Lud, and 
Aram, and Uz, and Hul, and Gether, 
and Meshcch. 

18 And Arphaxad begat Shclah, 
and Shelah begat Eber. 

19 And unto Eber were born two 


sous; the name of the one was Peleg; 
because in his days the earth was 
divided; and his brother’s name was 
Joktan. 

20 And Joktan begat Almcdad, 
and Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and 
Jerah, 

21 Hadoram also, and Uzal, and 
Diklah, 

22 And Ebal, and Abimael, and 
Sheba, 

23 And Ophir, and Havilah, and 
Jobab. All these were the sons of 
Joktan. 

24 Shem, Arphaxad, Shelah, 

25 Eber, Peleg, Reu, 

26 Serug, Nahor, Terah, 

27 Abram; the same is Abraham. 

28 The sons of Abraham; Isaac, 
and Ishmael. 

29 These are their generations; 
Tho first-born of Ishmoel, Nebaiotk; 
then Kcdar, and Adbeel, and Mihsam, 

30 Mishma, and Dumah, Massa, Ha- 
dad, and Temn, 

31 Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah. 
These are the sons of Iehmael. 

32 Now the suns of Keturah, Abra¬ 
ham's concubine; she bare Zirrran, 
and Jokshan, and Medan, and Mi- 
dian, and Ishbak, and Shuah. And 
the sons of Jokshan; Sheba, and 
Dedan. 

33 And the sons of Midian; Kphah, 
and Epher, and Henoch, and Abido, 
and Eldaah. All these are the sons 
of Iveturah. 

34 And Abraham begat Isaac. The 
sons of Isaac; Esau and Israel. 

35 The sons of Esau; Eliphaz, 
Rcuol, and Jeush, and Jaal&m, and 
Korah. 

36 The sons of Eliphaz; Teman, 
and Omar, Zephi, and Gatam, Kena-, 
and Tiinna, and Amulok. 
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37 The sons of Renel ; Nahath, 
Zerah, Shammah, and Mizzah. 

38 And tho sons of Seir; Lotan, 
and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Anah, 
and Dishon, and Ezar, and Dishan. 

39 And the sons of Lotan; Hori, 
and Homam ; and Timna was Lotan's 
sister. 

-10 The aona of Sbobal ; Alian, and 
Manahatb, and Ebal, Shcphi, and 
Onam. And the aona of Zibcon; 
Aiah, and Anah. 

41 The aona of Anah; Dishon. 
And tbe sons of Dishon ; Am ram, 
and Eahbnn, and Ithran, and Cheran. 

42 The aona of Ezer; Bilhan, and 
Zavan, and Jaknn. Tho sons of Di- 
eUan ; Uz, and Amn. 

43 Now these are the kings that 
reigned in tho land of Edom before 
any king reigned over the children of 
Israel; Bela the Bon of Beor; and 
the name of his city was Din- 
babuh. 

44 And whon Bela was dead, Jobab 
the son of Zorah of Bozrah reigned 
in hia stead. 

45 And whon Jobab was dead, 
Husham of tho land of the Teman- 
itea roigned in his stoad. 

46 And whon Hushain was dead, 
Iladad the son of Bedad, which 
emote Midian in the Geld of Moab, 
roigned in his stead ; and the name 
of his city was Avith. 

47 And when Iladad was dead, 
Samlah of Masrekah reigned in his 
stead. 

48 And when Samlah was dead, 
Shaul of Rohoboth by the river 
reigned in his stead. 

49 And when Shaul was dead, Baal- 
hanan tho son of Aohbor reigned in 
his stead. 

50 And when Baal-hanan was dead, 
Iladad reigned in hia stead; and the 
name of his oily was Pai; and hia 
wife's name was Mehotabol, the 
daughter of Matred, the daughtor of 
Mer.ahab. 

51 Iladad died also. And the dukes 
of Edom were: duke Tiinnah, duke 
Aliah, duke Jethoth, 

52 Duke Aholibamab, duke Elab, 
duke Pinon, 

53 Duke Renas, duke Teman, duke 
Mibzar, 

54 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram. Those 
are the dukes of Edom. 


CHAPTER IL 
Israel and his posterity. 

HESE are the sons uf Israel; 
Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Ju¬

2 Dan, Joseph, and Benjamin, 
Naphtali, Gad, and Asher. 

3 The sons of Judah ; Er, and Onan, 
and Shclnh ; which three wore born 
unto him of the daughter of Shua the 
Canaanitess. And Er, the first-born 
of Judah, was evil in the eight of the 
Lord ; and he slew him. 

4 And Tamar his daughter-in-law 
bare him Pharcz and Zcrah. All the 
Bons of Judah were five. 

5 The sons of Pharez; Ilezron, and 
Ilamul. 

6 And the sons of Zerah ; Zimri, 
and Ethan, and Ueman, and Calool, 
and Dara; five of them in all. 

7 And the sons of Carmi; Aohar, 
the troubler of Israel, who transgress¬ 
ed in the thing accursed. 

8 And the sons of Ethan; Azariah. 

0 The sons also of Ilezron, that 

were born unto him; Jerahmeel, and 
Ram, and Chelubai. 

10 Aod Ram begat Amminadab; 
aod Amminadab begat Nabshon, 
princo of the children of Judah ; 

11 And Nahshon begat Salma, and 
Salma begat Boaz, 

12 And Boaz begat Obed, and Obed 
begat Jos9e. 

13 And Jesse begat his flrst-horn 
Eliab, and Abinadab the seoond, and 
Shimma the third, 

14 Nelhaneol the fourth, Raddai 
the fifth, 

15 Ozern the sixth, David the 
Bevcnlh ; 

16 Whose sisters were Zeruiah, and 
Abigail. And the eons of Zeruiah; 
Abishai, and Joab, and Asahel, three. 

17 And Abigail bare Amasa; and 
the father of Amasa was Jother the 
Ishmaclite. 

18 Aud Caleb the son of Hesron 
begat ohildron of Azub&h his wife, 
and of Joriotb ; her sons are these; 
Jesher, and Shobab, and Ardon. 

19 And whon Azubah was dead, 
Caleb took unto him Ephrath, whioh 
bare him Uur. 

20 And Uur begat Uri, and Dri 
begat Bezaleel. 

21 And afterward Hesron went in 
to the daughter of Maohir the father 
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of Gilead, whom he married when he I 
was three-soore years old; and she | 
bare him Seguh. 

22 And Segub begat Jair, who had 
three and twenty cities in the land of 
Gilead. 

23 And ho took Geshur, and Aram, 
with the towns of Jair, from them, 
with Kenath, and the towns thereof, 
even three-score cities. All these be¬ 
longed to the sons of Machir tho fa¬ 
ther of Gilead. 

24 And after that Hezron was dead 
in Caleb-ephratah, then Abiah Hcz- 
ron’s wife bare him Ashur the father 
of Tekoa. 

25 And the eons of Jerahmeel the 
first-born of Ilezron were, Ram the 
first-born, and Bunnh, and Orcn, and 
Ozom, and Ahijab. 

26 Jerahmeel had also another wife, 
whose name was Atarah ; sho was the 
mother of Onam. 

27 And the sons of Ram the first¬ 
born of Jerahmeel were, Maaz, and 
Jamin, and Ekcr. 

26 And the sons of Onam were, 
Shammai, and Jada. And the Bons 
of Shammai; Nadab, and Abishur. 

20 And the name of the wife of 
Abishur was Abihnil, and sho bare 
him Ahban, and Molid. 

30 And the sons of Nadab; Seled, 
and Appaim ; but Seled died without 
children. 

31 And the sons of Appaim ; Ishi. 
And the sons of Ishi j Sheshan. And 
the children of Sheshan; Ahlai. 

32 And the sons of Jada the brother 
of Shammai; Jether, and Jonathan; 
and Jether died without ohildren. 

33 And the sons of Jonathan; Pe- 
leth, and Zaza. These were the sons 
of Jerahmeel. 

34 Now Sheshan had no boos, but 
daughters. And Sheahan had a ser¬ 
vant, an Egyptian, whose name was 
Jarha. 

35 And Sheshan gave his daughter 
to Jarha his servant to wife ; and she 
bare him Attai. 

36 And Attai begat Nathan, and 
Nathan begat Zabad, 

37 And Zabad begat Ephlal, and 
Ephlal begat Obed, 

38 And Obed begat Jehn, and Jehu 
begat Azariah, 

39 And Azariah begat Helez, and 
Holes begat Eleasah, 


40 And Eleasah begat Sisamai, and 
Sisamai hegat Shallum, 

41 And Shallum begat Jckamiah, 
aDd Jckamiah begat Elishama. 

42 Now the sons of Caleh the 
brother of Jerahmeel were, Mesha his 
first-born, which was the father of 
Ziph; and the sons of Mareshah the 
father of Hebron. 

43 And the sons of Hebron ; Ko- 
rah, and Tappuah, and Rekem, a ad 
Shcma. 

44 And Shema hegat Raham, the 
father of Jorkoam ; and Rekem be¬ 
gat Shammai. 

45 And tho son of Shammai wag 
Maon; and Muoq was the father of 
Betb-zur. 

46 And Ephah, Caleb’s concubine, 
bare Haran, and Moza, and Gazez; 
and Haran begat Gazez. 

47 And the sons of Jahdai; Re¬ 
gem, and Jotharn, and Gesham, and 
Pelet, and Ephah, and Shaaph. 

'48 Maachab, Caleb’s concubine, 
bare Sheber, and Tirhanah. 

49 She bare also Shaaph the father 
of Madmannah, Shcva the father of 
Machbenah, and the father of Gibea; 
and the daughter of Caleb was Achsa. 

50 These were the sons of Caleb 
the son of Ilur, tho first-born of 
Ephratah; Shobal the father of 
Kirjath-jearim. 

51 Salma the father of Beth-lehem. 
Harcph the father of Beth-gader. 

52 And Shobal the father of Kir 
jath-jearim had sods; Haroeh, an l 
half of the Manahcthites. 

53 And the families of Kiijath-jea- 
rim; the Ithritcs, and the Puhites, 
and the Shumathitcs, and the Mish- 
raites; of them came the Zareathites, 
and the Eshtaulites. 

54 The sons of Salma; Beth-lehem,. 
and the Netophathites, Ataroth, the 
house of Joab, and half of the Mana- 
hethites, the Zorites. 

55 And the families of the sorihei 
which dwelt at Jabez; the Tirathites, 
the Shimcathitcs, and Suohathites. 
These are tho Kenites that came of 
Hemath, tho father of the bouse of 
Reehab.

4 TheBe six were born unto him in 
Hebron; and there he reignod Beven 
years and six months; and in Je¬ 
rusalem he reigned thirty and three 
years. 

5 And thoBe were born unto him 
in Jerusalem; Shimca, and Shobab, 
and Nathan, aud Solomon, four, of 
Bath-shua the daughter of Aminiel; 

6 Ibhar also, and Elishama, and 
Elipholct, 

7 And Nognh, and Ncpheg, and 
Japhia, 

8 And Elishama, and Eliada, and 
Eliphelct, nine. 

9 These were all the sons of David, 
besides the sons of the concubines, 
and Tamar their sistor. 

10 And Solomon’s Bon was Roho- 
boam, Abia his eon, Asa his eon, Jo- 
hoshaphat his son, 

11 Joram his son, Ahaziah his son, 
Joash his son, 

12 Amaziah his son, Azariah his 
Bon, Jotharu hie son, 

13 Ahaz his sou, Iiczekiah his son, 
Manusseh hia son, 

14 Arnun his son, Josiah his Bon. 

10 And tho bods of Josiah wore, 

the first-born Johanan, the second 
Jehoiakim, the third Zcdekiah, the 
fourth Shallum. 

16 And the sons of Jehoiakim; Je- 
ooniah his son, Zedokiah his sou. 

17 And tho sons of Jeoouiah; Asair, 
Salathiel his son, 

18 Malohiram uIbo, and Podaiah, 
and Shenazur, Jcoamiah, lloshamu, 
and Nodabiuh. 

19 Aud the eons of Podaiah were, 
Zerubbabel, and Shimei; and the 
oons of Zerubbabel; Mcshulluiu, and 
Ilananiah, and Sholomith their sis¬ 
ter ; 

20 And llashubah, and Obel, and 
Bereohiah, and Haaadiah, Jushah- 
heacd, five. 

21 And the sodb of Hananiah; 
Pelatiah, and JeBaiah; tho eons of 


Rephaiah, the sons of Arnan, the 
sons of Obadiah, tho sons of Sheoha- 
niah. 

22 And the bods of Shechaniah; 
Shemaiah ; and the sons of Shema- 
iah; Ilattush, and Igeal, and Bariah, 
and Neariah, and Shaphat, six. 

23 And the sons of Neariah; Eli- 
oenai, and Hezekiah, and Azrikam, 
throe. 

24 And the gods of Elioenai were, 
Qodaiah, and Eliaehib, and Pelaiah, 
and Akkub, and Johanan, and Da- 
laiah, and Anani, seven. 

CHAPTER IV. 

’flic posterity of Judah by Caleb — Of Aihur 
—Of Jabez—Of Shehih — Of Simeon. 
HE sona of Judah ; Pharez, Hea- 
ron, and Carmi, and Hur, and 
Shobal. 

2 And Roaiah tho son of Shobal 
begat Jahath; and Jahath begat 
Ahumai, and Lahad. Those are the 
families of the Zorathites. 

3 And these wero of the father of 
Etaui; Jezrcol, and Ishma, and Id- 
bash; and the name of their sister 
was Hnzelolponi; 

4 And Penuel the father of Go- 
dor, and Ezer the father of Ilashah. 
These are the sons of Har, the first¬ 
born of Ephratah, the fathor of Beth¬ 
lehem. 

5 And Ashur the father of Tekoa 
had two wives, Helah and Naarah. 

6 And Naarah bare him, Ahnzam, 
and Hepher, and Temoni, and Hao- 
hashtari. These were the sonB of 
Naarah. 

7 And the sons of Helah were, Ze¬ 
roth, and Jozoar, and Ethnan. 

8 And Coz begat Anub, and Zobe- 
bah, and tbe families of Aharbel the 
son of Harum. 

9 And Jubez was more honourable 
than his brethren; and his mother 
oulled his name Jabez, Baying, Be¬ 
cause I bear him with sorrow. 

10 And Jabez called on the God of 
Israel, saying, Oh that thon wouldest 
bless mo indeed, and enlarge my ooast, 
and that thino hand might be with 
mo, and that thou wouldest keep me 
from ovil, that it may not grieve me I 
And God grantod him that whioh he 
requested. 

11 And Chelub tho brother of 6huah 
begat Mcbir, whioh was the father of 
Bihton. 
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12 And Eshton hogat Belh-rapha, 
and Pascah, and Tchinnah the falber 
of Ir-nahash. Thc*c are the men of 
Rcchah. 

13 And the eons of Kenaz; Otbniol, 
and Seraiah; and the eons of Otbniel; 
Hathath. 

14 And Meonothai begat Ophrah; 
and Seraiah hegat Joah, the father 
of tho valley of Charashim; for they 
were craftsmen. 

15 And the sons of Caleh the son 
of Jephunneh; Iru, Elah, and Noam; 
and tne sons of Elah, even Kenaz. 

16 And the sons of Jchalelccl; Ziph, 
and Zipbah, Tiria, and Asarcel. 

17 And the eons of Ezra were, 
Jether, and Mered, and Epher, and 
Jalon; and she bare Miriam, and 
Shammai, and iBhbah the father of 
Eshtcmoa. 

18 And his wife Jchudijah hare 
Jered the father of Gcdor, and Hcbcr 
the father of Socho, and Jckuthiel 
the father of Zanoah. And these are 
the sons of Bithiah the daughter of 
Pharaoh, which Mered took. 

19 And the sons of his wife IIo- 
diah the sister of Naharn, the father 
of Keilah the Garmile, and Eshtemoa 
the Manchathite. 

20 And the sons of Shimon were, 
Amnon,and Rinnah, Ben hanan, and 
Tilon. And the eons of Ishi were, 
Zoheth, and Bcu-zoheth. 

21 The sons of Shelah tho son of 
Judah were, Er the father of Lccah, 
and Load ah the father of Marcshah, 
and the families of tho house of them 
that wrought fine linen, of the house 
of Ashbea. 

22 And Jokirn, and the men of 
Choteba, and Joash, and Saraph, 
who had the dominion in Moab, and 
Jashubi-lehcm. And these are an¬ 
cient things. 

23 These were the potters, and 
those that dwelt among plants and 
hedges; there they dwelt with the 
king for his work. 

24 The sons of Simeon were, Ne- 
mnel, and Jamin, Jarib, Zerah, and 
Bhaul; 

25 Shallum his son, Mibsam his 
■on, Misbma his son. 

26 And the sons of Mishina; Ha- 
muol his eon, Zaoohnr his son, Shimei 
his son. 

27 And Shimei had six toon sons 


and six daughters ; but his brethren 
had not many children, neither did 
all their family multiply, like to the 
children of Judah. 

28 And they dwell at Bccr-sheba, 
and Moladah, and llazar-shual, 

29 And at Bilhah, and at Ezem, 
and at Tulad, 

30 And at Bcthucl, and at Hormat ; 
and at Ziklag, 

31 And at Beth-inarcabolb, and 
llazar-susim, and at Beth-biroi and 
at Shaaraim. These were their cities 
unto the reign of David. 

32 And their villages were, Etum, 
and Ain, Rimrnon, and Tochen, and 
Ashan, five cities; 

33 And all their villages that were 
round about the same cities, unto 
Baal. These were their habitations, 
and their genealogy. 

34 And Mcshobab, and Jamleoh, 
and Joshah the son of Amaziah, 

35 And Joel, and Jehn the son of 
Josibiah, the son of Seraiah, the son 
of Asiel, 

36 And Elioenai, and Jaakobah, 
and Scshohaiah, and Asaiah, and 
Adicl, and JesimicI, and Benaiab. 

37 And Ziza the son of Shiphi, ihe 
son of Allon, the son of Jedaiah, the 
son of Shimri, the son of Shemaiah ; 

38 These mentioned hy their names 
were princes in their families; and 
the house of their fathers increased 
greatly. 

39 And they went to tho entrance 
of Gedor, even unto the east side of 
the valley, to seek pasture for their 
(looks. 

40 And they found fat pasture and 
good, and the land was wido, and 

?[uiet, and peaceable; for they of 
lam had dwelt there of old. 

41 And these written by name came 
in the days of Hezekiah king ol 
Judah, and smote their tents, and 
the habitations that wero found there, 
and destroyed them utterly unto thii 
day, and dwelt in their rooms ; because 
there was pasture there for their 
flocks. 

42 And some of them, even of the 
sons of Simeon, five hundred meo, 
went to mount Seir, having for their 
captains Pclatioh, and Ncari&h, and 
Rcphuiah, and Uzziel, tbe sons of 
Ishi. 

43 And they smote the rest of th« 
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Amalckitcs that were escaped, and 
dwelt there unto this day. 

CHAPTER V. 

The tine of Rruben unto the captivity—Tfte 

chief men of Oad—The number and con- 

meet of Reuben, Oad , and the half of 

Munasseh — Ttieir captivity. 

OW the song of Reuben the first¬

0 Bccrah his son, whom Tilgath- 
pilneser king of Assyria carried away 
captive ; he was princo of the Reuben- 
ites. 

7 And his brethren by their fami¬ 
lies, when tho genealogy of their 
generations was reckoned, were tho 
chief, Jeiol, and Zeehnriah, 

8 And Bela the eon of Azaz, tho 
son of Sheina, the eon of Joel, who 
dwelL in Arocr, even unto Ncbo and 
Baal-mcon; 

9 And eastward he inhabitod unto 
tho entering in of tho wilderness from 
the river Euphrates; because their 
cattle wero multiplied in the land of 
Gilead. 

10 And in tho days of Saul they 
made war with the Hagarites, who 
fell by their hand ; and they dwelt 
in thoir tents throughout all the cast 
land of Gilead. 

11 And tho children of Gad dwelt 
over against them, in the land of 
Bashan unto Salcah ; 

12 Joel the chief, and Shapham tho 
next, and Januai, and Shaphat in 
Bashan. 

13 And their brethren of tbo house 
of thoir fathers wore, Michael, and 
Moshullam, and Sheba, and Jorai, and 
Jaohan, and Zia, and Uober, seven. 

14 These are tho children of Abihail

Juhdo, the son of Buz; 

15 Ahi the son of Abdicl, the son 
of Guni, chief of the house of thoir 
fathers. 

10 And they dwelt in Gilead in 
Bashan, and in her towns, and in all 
the suburbs of Sharon, upon their 
borders. 

17 All these were reckoned by 
genealogies in the days of Jotham 
king of Judah, and in the days of 
Jeroboam king of Israel. 

18 The sons of Reuben, and the 
Gadilee, and half the tribo of Ma- 
nassch, of valiant men, men able to 
bear buckler and sword, and to shoot 
with bow, and skilful in war, were 
four and forty thousand seven hundred 
and three-score, that went out to the 
war.

9 And their brethron, according tu 
their generations, nine hundred and 
fifty and Bix. All these mon wore 
chief of the fathers in the house of 
their fathers. 

10 And of tho priests; Jediiah, 
and Jehoiarib, and Jachin, 

11 And Azariah, the bod of Hilkiah, 
the Bon of Meshullam, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Memioth, the 
son of Ahitub, the ruler of the hon*e 
of God; 

12 And Adaiah the son of Jeroham, 
the son of Pashur, the son of Malchi- 
jab, and Maasiai the son of Adiel, 
the son of Jazerah, the son of Meshul¬ 
lam, the son of Meshillemith, the son 
of Immer; 

13 And their brethron, heads of 
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the house of their father?, a thousand 
and seven hundred and three-scoro; 
very able men for the work of tho 
service of tho house of God. 

14 And of tho Levitcs; Shcmaiah 
the son of Hasshub, the son of Azri- 
kam, the son of Haahabiah, of the 
eons of Merari; 

16 And Bakbakkar, Heresh, and Ga¬ 
la), and Mattaniah, the son of Micah, 
the son of Ziohri, the Bon of Asaph; 

10 And Obadiab tho son of Shem- 
eitth, tho son of Gala), the son of 
Jcduthun, and Berechiah, the son of 
Asa, the son of Elkanah, that dwelt 
in tho villages of the Netopbathitcs. 

17 And tho porters were, Shallum, 
and Akkub, and Talmon, and Ahi- 
mau, and their brethren; Shallum 
was the ohief; 

18 Who hitherto waited in the 
king's gate eastward; they wore por¬ 
ters in the companies of the ohilaren 
of Levi. 

19 And Shallum the son of Kore, 
tho Bon of Ebiasaph, the eon of Ko- 
rnh, and his brethren, of the house of 
bis father, the Korahites, were over 
the work of the Bervioe, keepers of 
the gates of the tabernacle; and their 
fathers, boing over the host of the 
Lord, were keepors of the entry. 

20 And Phinchae the son of Elea- 
car was the ruler over them in time 
paBt, and the Lord was with him. 

21 And Zechariah tho eon of Mesh- 
elemiah was porter of the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

22 All these whioh were ohosen to 
be porters in the gates were two hun¬ 
dred and twelve. These were reck¬ 
oned hy their genealogy in their 
villages, whom David and Samuol 
the seer did ordain in their set office. 

23 Bo they and their children had 
the oversight of the gates of the 
house of the Lord, namely, the house 
of the tabornaole, by wards. 

24 In four quarters were the por¬ 
ters, toward the east, west, north, and 
south, 

25 And their brethren, whioh were in 
their villages, were to come after sevon 
days from time to time with them. 

20 For these Levites, the four ohief 
porters, were in their set office, and 
were ovor tho chambers and treasuries 
of the house of God. 

27 And they lodged round about 


the house of God, beoauso the oharge 
was upou them, and the opening 
thereof every morning pertained to 
them. 

28 And certain of them had the 
charge of the ministering vessels, 
that they should bring them in and 
out by talc. 

29 Some of them also were appointed 
to oversee tho vessels, and all the in¬ 
struments of tho sanotuary, and the 
fine flour, and the wine, and tho oil, 
and the frankincense, and the spiaei. 

30 And some of the sons of the 
priestB made the ointment of the 
spioes. 

31 And Mattithiah, one of the Le¬ 
vites, who was tho first-born of Bhal¬ 
lum the Korahite, had the 6et office 
over the things that were made in 
the pans. 

32 And other of their brethren, ol 
the Bons of the Eohathites, were over 
the showbread, to prepare it every 
sabbath. 

33 And these are the singers, ohief 
of the fathers of the Levites, who re¬ 
maining in the chambers were free; 
for they were employed in that work 
day and night. 

34 These chief fathers of the Levites 
were ohief throughout their genera¬ 
tions ; these dwelt at Jerusalem, 

35 And in Gibeon dwelt the father 
of Gibeon, Johiel, whose wife’s name 
was Maachah; 

30 And hia first-born son Abdon, 
then Zur, aDd Kish, and Baal, and 
Ner, and Nadab, 

37 And Gedor, and Ahio, and Zeoha- 
riah, and Mikloth. 

38 And Mikloth begat Shimeam. 
And they also dwelt with their bre¬ 
thren at Jerusalem, over against their 
brethren. 

39 And Ner begat Kish; and Kish 
begat Saul; and Saul begat Jonathan, 
and Malohi-shua, and Abinadab, and 
Esh-baal. 

40 And the son of Jonathan waa 
Merib-baal; and Merih-baal begat 
Mioah. 

41 And tho sons of Mioah were, 
Pithon, and Meleoh, and Tahroa, and 
Ahaz, 

42 And Ahaz begat Jarah ; and Ja- 
rah begat Alemeth, and Azmaveth, 
and Zimri; and Zimri begat Moca; 

43 And Moza bogat Binea; and R«- 
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Ehaiah bis sod, Eleasah his son, Azel 
is son. 

44 And Azel bad six sons, whoso 
names are these, Azrikam, Bocbcru, 
and Ishmael, and Sbeariab, and Oba- 
diab, and Ilanan. Those were tbo 
6ons of Azel. 

CHAPTER X. 

iSutfa overthrow and death—Saute sin. 
OW the Philistines foughtngainst 
Israel; and the men of Israel 
fled from before the Philistines, and 
fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
after Saul, and after his bods ; and 
the PhilisLincs slew Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Malchi-shua, the sons 
of Saul. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him, and he 
was wounded of Lhe archers. 

4 Then said Saul to his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith ; lest these un- 
oircumcised come and abuse me. But 
his armour-bearer would not; for he 
was sore afraid. So Saul took a 
sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armour-bearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
on the sword, and died. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 
and all his house diod together. 

7 And when all the men of Israel 
that were in the valley saw that they 
fled, and that Saul and his sons were 
dead, then they forsook their cities, 
and fled; and the Philistines came 
and dwelt in them. 

8 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, when the Philistines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his sons fallen in mount Gil¬ 
boa. 

9 And when they had stripped him, 
they took his head, and his armour, 
and sent Into the land of the Philis¬ 
tines round about, to carry tidings 
unto their idols, and to the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of their gods, and fastened his 
head in the temple of Dagon. 

11 And when all Jabesh-gilead 
heard all that the Philistines had 
done to Saul, 

12 They arose, all tbo valiant men, 
and took away the body of Saul, and 
the bodies of his sons, and brought 
them to Jabesh, and buried their 


bones under the oak in Jabesh, and 
fasted seven days. 

13 So Saul died for his trangression 
which he committed against the Lord, 
or against the word of the Lord, which 
he kept not, and also for asking for 
counsel of one that had a familiar 
spirit, to inquire of it; 

14 And inquired not of the Lord; 
therefore he slew him, and turned the 
kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. 

CHAPTER XI. 

David made Icing—lit winneth the cattle / 
Zimi — David* mighty iwn. 

HEN all Israel gathered them¬ 
selves to David unto Hebron, 
saying, Behold, wc are thy bone and 
thy flesh. 

2 And moreover in time past, even 
when Saul was king, thou waet he 
that leddest out and broughtest in 
Israel; and the Lord thy God said 
unto thee. Thou shalt feed my people 
Israel, and thou shalt be ruler over 
my people Israel. 

3 Therefore came all the elders of 
Israel to the king to Hebron; and 
David made a covenant with them id 
H ebron before the Lord; and thev 
anointed David king over Israel, ac 
cording to the word of the Lord by 
Samuel. 

4 And David and all Israel wont tn 
Jerusalem, which is Jebus; where the 
Jebusites were, the inhabitants of the 
land. 

5 And the inhabitants of Jebus said 
to David, Thou shalt not come hither. 
Nevertheless David took tbo casllo 
of Zion, which is the city of David. 

6 And David said, Whosoover smit 
eth the Jobusites first shall be chief 
and captain. So Joab the son of 
Zeruiah went first up, and was chief. 

7 And David dwelt in the castle; 
therefore they oalled it the city of 
David. 

8 And he built the city round a v out, 
even from Millo round about; and 
Joab repaired the rest of the oity. 

9 So David waxed greater and 
greater; for the Lord of hosts was 
with him. 

10 These also are the chief of the 
mighty men whom David had, who 
strengthened themsclvos with him in 
his kingdom, and with all Israel, to 
mako him king, aocording to the word 
of tho Lord concerning Israel. 
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11 And thia is the number of the 
mighty men whom David had ; Ja- 
ahobeam, a Ilachmomte, the chief of 
the oaptains; ho lifted up his spear 
against three hundred slain by nim 
at one time. 

12 And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was 
one of the threo mighticB. 

13 lie was with David at Pas-dam- 
mim, and there the Philistines were 
gathered together to battle, where 
was a parcel of ground full of bar¬ 
ley ; and the people fled from before 
tbe Philistines. 

14 And they scl themselves in the 
midst of that parcel, and delivered 
it, and slew the Philistines; and the 
Lord saved them by a great deliver¬ 
ance. 

15 Now three of the thirty captains 
went down to the rock to David, into 
the cave of Adullam; and the host 
of tho Philistines oncampcd in tho 
valley of Rephaim. 

16 And David was then in the hold, 
and the Philistines’ garrison was then 
at Both-lohom. 

17 And David longed, and said, Oh 
that ono would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Beth-lehcm, that 
is at the gate ! 

18 And the three brake through 
the host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of tho well of Both-lehem, 
that was by tho gate, and took it, 
and brought it to David; but David 
would not drink of it, but poured it 
out to the Lord, 

19 And said, My God forbid it me, 
that I should do this thing; shall I 
drink the hlood of those men that 
have put thoir lives in jeopardy ? for 
with the jeopardy of thoir lives they 
hrought it; therefore he would not 
drink iL These things did thoso 
three mightiest. 

20 And Abishai the brother of Jouk, 
he was ohiof of tho three; for lifting 
up his spear against threo hundred, 
he slew them, and had a namo among 
the Lhreo. 

21 Of the three, ho was more ho¬ 
nourable than the two ; for he was 
their oaptaiu; howbeit he attained 
not to tho first three. 

22 Benaiah tho eon of Johoiada, 
tho Bon of a valiant man of Kabzeol, 
who had done many acts; he slew 


two lion-like men oi Moab; also he 
went down and slew a lion in a pit 
in a snowy day. 

23 And he slew an Egyptian, a man 
, of great stature, five cuhits high; and 
I in tho Egyptian’s hand was a spear 
' like a weaver’s hearn ; and he went 
| down to him with a staff, and pluck- 
! ed the spear out of the Egyptian’s 
| hand, and slew him with hie own 
j spear. 

I 24 These things did Benaiah the 
i son of Jehoiada, and had a name 
among the three mighties. 

25 Behold, he was honourable 
among the thirty, but attained not 
to the first three; and David set him 
over his guard. 

26 Also the valiant men of the 
armies were, Asahel the brother of 
Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo of 
Beth-Ichom, 

27 Shammoth the Harorite, Deles 
the Pelonite, 

28 Ira the son of IkkeBh the Teko- 
ite, Abi-ezer the Antothite, 

20 Sibbecai tho Hushathite, Ilai the 
Abobitc, 

30 Maharai the Netophathite, Heled 
the son of Baanah the Netophath- 
itc, 

31 Ithai the son of Ribai of Gibe- 
nh, that pertained to the children of 
Benjamin, Benaiah the Pirathonite, 

32 Hurai of the brooks of Gaash, 
Ahiol the Arbathite, 

33 Azmavoth the Baharumito, Eli- 
ahba tho Shaalbonite, 

34 The sons of Hashem the Gizon- 
ite, Jonathan the son of Shage the 
Ilararite, 

35 Ahiam the son of Saoar the 
Ilararite, Eliphal the son of Ur, 

36 Hepher the Mechorathito, Ahl- 
jah tho Pelonite, 

37 Hczro the Carmelite, Naarai the 
son of Ezhai, 

38 Jool tho brother of Nathan, 
Mibhar the son of Haggeri, 

39 Zelek tho Ammonite, Naharai 
the Borothite, tho armour-bearer of 
Joab tho bod of Zeruiah, 

40 Ira tho Ithrite, Garob the Ith- 
ritc, 

41 Uriah the Hittite, Zabad the son 
of Ahlai, 

42 Adina the son of Shiza the Ren- 
benite, a oaptain of the Reuben ites, 
and thirty with him, 
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43 Hanan tne eon of Maachah, and 
Joahapbat the Mithnite, 

44 Uzzia the Ashtcratbite, Bhama 
and Jehiel the sons of Hothan the 
Aroeritc, 

45 Jediael the son of Shimri, and 
Joha his brother, the Tizite, 

40 Eliel the Mahavite, and Jeribai 
and Joshaviah the Bons of Elnaam, 
and Ithmah the Moabite, 

47 Eliel, and Obed, and J&siol the 
Meeobaite. 

CIIAPTEK XII. 

The armies of David. 

OW these are they that came to 
David to Ziklag, while he yet 
kept himself close because of Saul the 
Bon of Kish; and they were among 
the mighty men, helpers of the war. 

2 They were armed with bows, and 
could use both the right hand and 
the left in hurling stones and shoot¬ 
ing arrows out of a bow, even of 
Saul’e brethren of Benjamin. 

3 The chief was Ahiezer, then Jo- 
ash, the eons of Shemaah the Gib- 
eathite; and Jeziel, and Pelet, the 
sons of Azmaveth; and Berachah, 
and Jehu the Antothite, 

4 And Iemaiah the Gibeonite, a 
mighty man among the thirty, and 
over the thirty; and Jeremiah, and 
Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Josabad 
the Gederathite, 

6 Elnzai, and Jerimoth, and Bea- 
liah, and Shemariah, and Shephatiab 
the Haruphite, 

6 Elkanah, and Jesiah, and Aza- 
reel, and Joezer, and Jashobeam, the 
Korhites, 

7 And Joelah, and Zebadiah, the 
sons of Jeroham of Gedor. 

8 And of the Gadites there sepa¬ 
rated themselves unto David into the 
hold to the wilderness men of might, 
and men of war fit for the battle, 
that could handle shield and buckler, 
whose faces were like the faces of 
lions, and were as swift as the roes 
upon the mountains; 

9 Ezer the first, Obadiah the second, 
Eliab the third, 

10 Mishmannah the fourth, Jere¬ 
miah the fifth, 

11 Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh, 

12 Johanan the eighth, Elzabad the 
ninth, 

13 Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai 
the eleventh. 


14 These were of the sons of Gad, 
captains of the host; one of the least 
was over a hundred, and the greatest 
over a thousand. 

15 These are they that went over 
Jordan in the first month, when it 
had overflown all his banks; and 
they put to flight all them of the 
valleys, both toward the east, and to¬ 
ward the west. 

16 And there came of the children 
of Benjamin and Judah to the hold 
unto David. 

17 And David went out to meet 
them, and answered and said unto 
them. If ye be come peacably unto 
me to help me, mine heart shall be 
knit unto you; but if ye be come to 
betray me to mine enemies, seeing 
there is no wrong in mine handB, the 
God of our fathers look thereon, and 
rebuke it. 

18 Then the Spirit came upon Ama- 
sai, who was chief of the captains, 
ajid he said, Thine are we, David, 
and on thy side, thou son of Jesse; 

eacc, peace be unto thee, and peace 

e to thine helpers; for thy God 
hclpeth thee. Then David received 
them, and made them captains of the 
band. 

19 And there fell 6omoof ManasBeh 
to David, when he came with th* 
Philistines against Saul to battlo; 
but they helped them not; for the 
lords of the Philistines upon advise¬ 
ment sent him away, saying, He will 
fall to his master Saul to the jeopardy 
of our heads. 

20 As he went to Ziklag, there fell 
to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and 
Jozabad, and Jediael, and Michael, 
and Jozabad, and Elihu, and Zilthai, 
oaptains of the thousands that were 
of Manasseh. 

21 And they helped David against 
the band of the rovers; for they were 
all mighty men of valour, and were 
captains in the host. 

22 For at that time day by day 
there oame to David to help him, 
until it was a great host, like tne host 
of God. 

23 And these are the numbers of 
the bands that were ready armed to the 
war, and oame to David to Hehron, 
to turn the kingdom of Saul to him, 
according to the word of the Lord. 

24 The ohildren of Judah that bar* 
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ahield and spear were six thousand 
and eight hundred, ready armed to 
the war. 

25 Of the ohildren of Simeon, mighty 
men of valour for the war, seven 
thousand one hundred. 

20 Of the ohildron of Levi four 
thousand and six hundrod. 

27 And Jehoiada was the leader of 
the Aaronites, and with him were 
three thousand and seven hundred. 

2B And Zadok, a young man mighty 
of valour, and of his father's house 
twenty and two captains. 

29 And of the ohildron of Benjamin, 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand; 
for hitherto the greatest part of them 
had kopt the w ard of the house of 
Saul. 

30 And of the ohildren of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eighL hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous 
throughout the bouse of their fathers. 

31 And of tho half tribe of Manasseh 
eighteen thousand, which were ex¬ 
pressed by name, to come and make 
David king. 

32 And of the ohildren of Iseaohar, 
which were men that had understand¬ 
ing of the times, to know what Israel 
ought to do; the heads of them were 
two hundred; and all thoir breLhron 
were at their commandment. 

33 Of Zebulun, such as wont forth 
Lo battle, expert in war, with all 
instruments of war, fifty thousand, 
which could keep rank; they were 
not of doublo hoart. 

34 And of Naphtali a thousand 
oaptains, and with them with shield 
and spear, thirty and seven thousand. 

36 And of the Danitea expert in 
war twenty and oight thousand and 
six hundred. 

30 And of Asher, suoh as went 
forth to battle, expert in war, forty 
thousand. 

37 And on the other sido of Jordan, 
of the Rouhonites, and the Gaditos, 
and of the half tribo of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of 
war for the battle, a hundred and 
twenty thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, ourne with a porfoct heart 
to Hebron, to make David king over 
all Israel; and all the rest also of 
Israel were of one hoart to make 
David king. 


39 And there they were with David 
three days, eating and drinking ; for 
their brethren had prepared for them. 

40 Moreover they that were nigh 
thorn, even unto Issachar and Zebulun 
and Naphtali, brought bread on asseB, 
and on oamcla, and on mules, and on 
oxen, and meat, meal, oakes of figs, 
and bunohes of raisins, and wine, and 
oil, and oxen, and sheep abundantly ; 
for there was joy in Israel. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

David fctcheth the ark—Uzza rmttfen, the 
ark left at the home of Obed-edam. 

A ND David consulted with the 
captains of thousands and hun¬ 
dreds, and with every leader. 

2 And David said unto all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel, If it seem good 
unto you, and that it be of the Lord 
our God, let us eond abroad unto our 
brethren everywhere, that are left in 
all the land of Israel, and with them 
also to the priests and Levites which 
are in thoir citieB and suburbs, that 
they may gather themselves unto ns; 

3 And let us bring again the ark of 
our God to us; for we inquired not 
at it in the days of Saul. 

4 And all the congregation said 
that they would do so; for the thing 
was right in the eyes of all the 
people. 

5 So David gathered all Israel 
together, from Shihor of Egypt even 
unto the entering of Heinath, to 
bring the ark of God from Kiijath- 
jearim. 

6 And David went np, and all 
Israel, to Baalah, that ib, to Kirjath- 
jearim, which bolonged to Judah, to 
bring up thence the ark of God the 
Lord, that dwolleth betweon the 
cherubim, whose name is callod on it 
7 And they oarried the aik of God 
in a new oart out of the house of 
Abinadab ; and Uzza and Ahio drave 
the oart. 

8 And David and all Israel played 
before God with all their might, and 
with singing, and with harp9, and 
with psalterios, and with timbrels, 
and with cymbals, and with trumpets. 

9 And when they oarao unto the 
threshing-floor of Chidon, Uzza pnt 
forth his hand to hold tho ark ; for 
the oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Uica, and he smote 
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him, beoanse he put his hand to the 
ark; and there he died before God. 

11 ADd David was displeased, 
because the Lord had made a breach 
upon Uzza; wherefore that place is 
called Perez-uzza to this day. 

12 And David was afraid of God 
that day, saying, How shall I bring 
the ark of God home to me ? 

13 So David brought not the ark 
home to himself to the city of David, 
but carried it aside into the house of 
Obed-cdom tho Gittite. 

14 And the ark of God remained 
with the family of Obed-edom in his 
house three months. And the Lord 
blessed the house of Obed-edom, and 
all that he had. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Hiram,'t kindnen—DaruTt felicity. 

OW Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and tim¬ 
ber of cedars, with masons and car¬ 
penters, to build him a house. 

2 And David perceived that the 
Lord had confirmed him king over 
Israel, for his kingdom was lifted up 
on high, because of his people Israel. 

3 And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem; and David begat more 
sons and daughters. 

4 Now these are the names of his 
children which he had in Jerusalem; 
Shammua, and Shobab, Nathan, and 
Solomon, 

5 And Ibhar, and Elishua, and 
Elpalet, 

6 And Nogah, and Nepheg, and 
Japhia, 

7 And Elishama, and Beeliada, and 
Eliphalet. 

8 And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king over 
all Israel, all the Philistines went up 
to seek David. And David heard of 
it, and went out against them. 

9 And tho Philistines came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Rephaim. 

10 And David inquired of God, 
saying, Shall I go up against tho 
Philistines ? and wilt thou dclivor 
them into mine hand ? And the Lord 
said unto him, Go up; for I will 
deliver them into thine hand. 

11 So thoy camo up to Bnal-pera- 
zim ; and David smoto them there. 
Then David said, God hath broken 
in upon mine enemies by mine hand 


like the breaking forth of waten; 
therefore they called the name of 
that place Baal-pcrazim. 

12 And when they had left theii 
gods there, David gave a command¬ 
ment, and they were burned with 
fire. 

13 And the Philistines yet again 
spread themselves abroad in thu 
valley. 

14 Therefore David inquired again 
of God; and God said unto him, Go 
not up after them ; turn away from 
them, and come upon them over 
against the mulberry trees. 

15 And it shall be, when thou shall 
hear a sound of going in the tops of 
the mulberry trees, that then thou 
ehalt go out to battle; for God is 
gone forth before thee to smite the 
host of the Philistines. 

16 David therefore did as God com¬ 
manded him; and they smote the 
host of the Philistines from Gibeoo 
even to Gazer. 

17 And the fame of David went 
out into all lands; and the Lord 
brought the fear of him upon all 
natione. 

CHAPTER XV. 

David briJigeth the ark from Obcd-edam wth 
grta> joy. 

ND David made him houses in 
the city of David, and prepared 
a place for the ark of God, and pitched 
for it a tent. 

2 Then David said, None ought to 
carry the ark of God but the Levites; 
for thorn hath the Lord chosen tr 
carry the ark of God, and to minister 
unto him for ever. 

3 And David gathered all Israel 
together to Jerusalem, to bring up 
the ark of the Lord unto his place, 
which he had prepared for it. 

4 And David assembled the chil¬ 
dren of Aaron, and the Levites; 

5 Of the sons of Kohath; Uriel the 
chief, and his brethren a hundred and 
twenty; 

6 Of the sons of Merari; As&iab 
the chief, and his brethren two hun¬ 
dred and twenty; 

7 Of the sons of Gorshom; Joel the 
chief, and his brethren a hundred 
and thirty; 

8 Of the sons of Elizaphan; Shorn 
aiah the ohief, and his Brethren twe 
hundred ; 
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9 Of Ihe sons of Hebron ; Eliel the 
chief, ond his hrethren four-score. 

10 Of the sons of Uzziel; Ammina- 
dab the chief, and his brethren a 
hundred and twelve. 

11 And David called for Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests, and for the De¬ 
vitos, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, 
Shcmaiah, and Eliel, and Ammina- 
dab. 

12 And Baid unto them, Ye are tho 
chief of the fathers of the Levites; 
sanctify yourselves, both ye and your 
brethren, that yo may bring up the 
ark of tho Lord God of Israel unto 
the place that I have prepared for it. 

13 For because yo did it not at the 
first, tho Lord our God made a breach 
upon us, for that we sought him not 
after the duo order. 

14 So tho priests and tho Levites 
sanctified thomselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the children of the Levites 
bare the ark of God upon their 
shoulders with the staves thereon, 
as Moses commanded, according to 
the word of tho Lord. 

10 And David spako to tho chief 
of the Levites to appoint their bre¬ 
thren to bo tho singers with instru¬ 
ments of music, psalteries and harps 
and cymbals, sounding, by lifting up 
the voice with joy. 

17 So the Levites appointed IToman 
the son of Joel ; and of his brethren, 
Asaph tho son of Borcohiah ; and of 
the sonB of Momri their brethren, 
Ethan tho son of Kushniah; 

18 And with them their brethren 
of tho second degree, Zechariah, Bco, 
and Jaazicl, and Shcmiramoth, and 
Jehicl, and Unni, Eliuh, and Benaiah, 
and Maaeoiah, and Mattilhiah, and 
Kliphelch, and Mihnciah, and Obed- 
edom, and Joiol, tho porters. 

19 So the singers, Lleman, Asaph, 
and Ethan, were appointed to sound 
with cymbals of brass; 

20 And Zechariah, and Aziol, and 
Shcmiramoth, and Jehicl, and Unni, 
and Eliab, and Muasciah, and De- 
nainh, with psalteries on Alamoth; 

21 A ml Mattilhiah, and Elipholeh, 
and Miknciab, and Ohed-odom, and 
•Joiol. and Azaziah, with harps on 
the Shcininith to o.xocl. 

22 And Chenaniah, ohiof of the 
Lerites, was for song: bo instructed 


about tho song, because he was skil¬ 
ful. 

23 And Berechiah and Elkanoh 
were doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And 6hcbaniah, and Jehosha- 
phat, and NcthanccI, and Amasai, 
and Zechariah, and Benaiah, and 
Eliezcr, the priests, did blow with 
the trumpets before the ark of God; 
and Obed-cdorn and Jehiah were 
doorkeepers for tho ark. 

25 So David, and the elders of 
Israel, and the captains over thou¬ 
sands, went to bring up the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord out of the 
house of Obcd-edom with joy, 

26 And it came to pass, when God 
helped tho Levites that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, that 
they offered seven bullooke and seven 
rams. 

27 And David was clothed with a 
robe of fine linen, and all the Levites 
that bare the ark, and the singers, 
and Chenaniah the master of the 
song with the singers; David also 
had upon him nn ephod of linen. 

28 Thus all Israel brought up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord with 
shouting, and with sound of the oor- 
net, and with trumpets, and with 
cymbals, making a noise with psal¬ 
teries and harps. 

29 And it came to pass, as the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord came 
to tho city of David, that Miohal the 
daughter of Saul looking out at a 
window saw king David dancing and 
playing; and she despised him in her 
heart. 


CHAPTER XVL 

David 1 1 festival wcr\fict>—He appaintdh a 
choir—The psalm qf thank ttpivinff—Hs 
appm'ntelh minister i, porter#, priests, arui 
musicians. 

S O they brought the ark of God, 
and set it in the midst of the 
tent that David had pitched for it; 
and they offered burnt sacrifices and 
peace offerings before God. 

2 And when David had made an 
ond of offering the burnt offerings 
and the peace offerings, bo blessed 
the people in the name of the Lord. 
3 And he dealt to every one of Is¬ 
rael, both man and woman, to every 
ono a loaf of broad, and a good piece 
of flesh, and a flagon of wine. 

4 And he appointed certain of the 
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Levites to minister before the ark 
of the Lord, and to record, ftDd to 
thank and praise the Lord God of 
Israel; 

5 Asaph the ohief, and next to him 
Zeohariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, 
and Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eli- 
ab, and Benaiah, and Obed-cdom; 
and Jeiel with psalteries and with 
harps; but Asaph made a sound with 
cymbals; 

6 Benaiah also and Jahaziel the 
priests with trumpetB continually be¬ 
fore the ark of the covenant of 
God. 

7 Then on that day David delivered 
first this psalm to thank the Lord 
into the hand of Asaph and his bre¬ 
thren. 

6 Give thanks unto the Lord, call 
upon his name, make known his 
deeds among the people. 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him, talk ye of all his wondrous 
works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name; let 
the heart of them rejoice that Beok 
the Lord. 

11 Seek the Lord and his strength, 
seek his face continually. 

12 Remember his marvellous works 
that he hath done, his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

13 0 ye seed of Israel his servant, 
ye children of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God; his 
judgments are in all tbe earth. 

15 Be ye mindful always of his 
covenant; the word which he com¬ 
manded to a thousand generations; 

16 Even of the covenant which he 
mfyie with Abraham, and of his oath 
unto Isaac; 

17 And hath comfirmed the same 
to Jaoob for a law, and to Israol for 
an everlasting oovenant, 

19 Saying, Unto thee will I give 
the land of Caanan, the lot of yonr 
inheritance; 

19 When ye were but fow, even a 
few, and strangers in it. 

20 And when they went from na¬ 
tion to nation, and from one kingdom 
to another people; 

21 lie suffered no man to do them 
wrong; yea, he roprovod kings for 
their sakes, 

22 Saying, Touch not mine anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 


23 Sing unto the Lord, all the 
earth; show forth from day to day 
his salvation. 

24 Declare his glory among the hea¬ 
then ; his marvellous works among 
all nations. 

25 For great is the Lord, and greatly 
to be praised; he also is to be feared 
above all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the people 
are idols; but the Lord made the 
heavens. 

27 Glory and honour are in his pre¬ 
sence; strength and gladness are in 
his place. 

28 Give unto the Lord, ye kindreds 
of the people, give unto the Lord 
glory and strength. 

29 Give unto the Lord the glory due 
unto his name; bring an offering, and 
come before him ; worship the Lord in 
the beauty of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the earth ; 
the world also shall be stable, that it 
be not moved. 

31 Lot the heavens be glad, and 
let the earth rejoice; and let men 
say among the nations, The Lord 
reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof; let the fields rejoice, and all 
that is therein. 

33 Then Bhall the trees of the wood 
sing out at the presence of the Lord, 
because he cometh to judge tho 
earth. 

34 0 give thanks unto the Lord; 
for he is good ; for his mercy endur- 
eth for ever. 

35 And say ye, Save ua, 0 God of 
our salvation, and gather ue together, 
and deliver us from the heathen, that 
we may give thanks to thy holy name, 
and glory in thy praise. 

36 Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel for ever and ever. And all 
the people said, Amen, and praised 
the Lord. 

37 So he left there before the ark of 
the oovenant of the Lord Asaph and 
his brethren, to miniBter before the 
ark continually, as every day's work 
required; 

38 And Obod-edom with their bre¬ 
thren, threo-score and oight; Obed- 
edom also the son of Jeduthun and 
Hosah to be porters ; 

39 And Zaaok the priest, and hia 
brethren tbe priests, before the taber 
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nacle of tho Lord in the high place 
that was at Gibeon, 

40 To offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord upon tho altar of the burnt 
offering continually morning and 
evening, and to do aooording to all 
that ie written in the law of the 
Lord, whioh he oommanded Israel; 

41 And with them Ueman and 
Jeduthun, and the rest that were 
chosen, who were expressed by name, 
to give thanks to the Lord, because 
his meroy endureth for ever; 

42 And with them Homan and 
Jeduthun with trumpets and cym¬ 
bals for those that should make a 
sound, and w'th musical instruments 
of God. And tho sons of Jeduthun 
were porters. 

43 And all the people departed 
every man to his house; and David 
returned to bless his house. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

David proposeth to buUd God a haute—God 

forbiddeth him — DavuVt prayer and 

thanksgiving. 

OW it on mo to pass, as David 
sat in his house, that David said 
to Nathan tbe prophot, Lo, I dwell in 
a hoiiBO of cedars, but the arjt of the 
covenant of the Lord remaineth under 
curtains. 

2 Then Nathan Baid unto David, Do 
all that ie in thine heart; for God is 
with thee. 

3 And it came to pass tho same 
night, that the word of God came to 
Nathan, saying, 

4 Go and tell David my servant, 
Thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt not 
build mo a houso to dwell in; 

5 For I have not dwelt in a houso 
einco tho day that I brought up Is¬ 
rael unto this day ; but have gone 
from tont to tent, and from ono taber¬ 
nacle to another. 

0 WheroBoover I have walked with 
all Ieraol, spake I a word to any of 
the judges of iBraol, whom I com¬ 
manded to feed my people, saying, 
Why havo ye not built mo a house 
of cedars 7 

7 Now therefore thus plialt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheop-oote, evon from following 
the sheep, that thoa shonldost be 
ruler over my people Israel; 

8 And I have been with thee whith¬ 


ersoever thou hast walked, and have 
cut off all thine enemies from before 
thee and have made thee a name like 
the name of the great men that are 
in the earth. 

9 Also I will ordain a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, 
and they shall dwolt in their place, 
and shall bo moved no more; nei¬ 
ther shall the children of wickodnoss 
waste them any more, as at the be¬ 
ginning, 

10 And since the time that I com¬ 
manded judges to be over my poople 
Israel. Moreover I will subdue all 
thine enemies. Furthermore I tell 
theo, that the Lord will build thee a 
house. 

11 And it shall oome to pass when 
thy days be expired that thou must 
go to be with thy fathers, that I will 
raise op thy seed after thee, whioh 
shall be of thy sons; and I will estab¬ 
lish his kingdom. 

12 He shall build me a house, and 1 
will stnblish his throDe for ever. 

13 1 will be his father, and he shall 
be my son ; and I will not take my 
mercy away from him, as I took I 
from him that was boforo thee; 

14 Hut I will settle him in min* 
house and in my kingdom for ever 
and his throne shall be establish* 
for evermore. 

15 According to all tbofle words, an 
according to all this vision, so di 1 
Nathan apeak onto David. 

10 And David the king came ant 
sat before the Lord, and said, Wh( 
am I, 0 Lord God, and what is min* 
houso, that thou bast brought m* 
hitherto ? 

17 And yet this was a small thins 
in thine eyes, 0 God; for thou ha^ 
also spoken of thy servant's housi 
for a great while to aome, and ha# 
regarded mo aooording to the estab 
of a man of high degree, 0 Lor 
God. 

18 What can David speak more t* 
thoo for the honour of thy servant? 
for thou knowest thy servant. 

19 0 Lord, for thy servant’s Sake, 
and aooording to thine own heart, 
hast thon done all this greatness, 
in making known all these great 
things. 

20 0 Lord, there is none like thee, 
neither la there any God beside# thee, 
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according to all that we have heard 1 
with our ears. 

21 And what ono nation in the 
earth is like thy people Israel, whom 
God went to redeem to be his own 
people, to make thee a name of great¬ 
ness and terriblencBS, by driving out 
nations from before thy people, whom 
thou hast redeemed out of Egypt? 

22 For thy people Israel didst Lhou 
make thine own people for ever; and 
thou, Lord, bccamcst their God. 

23 Therefore now. Lord, let the 
thing that thou bast spoken concern¬ 
ing thy servant and concerning his 
house bo established for ever, and do 
as Lhou hast said. 

24 Let it even be established, that 
thy name may be magnified for ever, 
saying, The Lord of hosts is the God 
of Israel, even a God to Israel; and 
let the house of David thy servant bo 
established before thee. 

25 For thou, 0 my God, hast told 
thy servant that thou wilt build him 
a house; therefore thy servant hath 
found in his heart to pray before 
thee. 

20 And now, Lord, thon art God, 
and hast promised this goodness unto 
thy servant; 

27 Now thereforo let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may be before thee for ever; for 
thou blcsscst, 0 Lord, and it shall bo 
blessed for ever. 

CUAPTKR XVIII. 

David smiteth the Philistines, Moabites , Ha- 

darezer, and the Syrians — David's offi¬ 
cers. 

01V uftcr this it came to pass, 
that David smote tho Philis¬ 
tines, and subdued Ibcin, and took 
Gath and her towns out of the hand 
of the Philistines. 

2 And ho smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became David’s servants, 
and brought gifts. 

3 And David smote Hadarezer king 
of Zohah unto Hamath, as he went 
to stablish his dominion by the river 
Euphrates. 

4 And David took from him a thou¬ 
sand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot¬ 
men ; David also houghed all the 
chariot horses, but reserved of them 
a hundred chariots. 

6 And when tho Syrians of Da¬ 


mascus oame to help Hadnrezer 
king of Zobah, David slew of the 
Syrians two and twenty thousand 
men. 

0 Then David put garrisons in 
Syria-damascus; and the Syrians be¬ 
came David’s servants, and brought 
gifts. Thus the Lord preserved Da¬ 
vid whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the sorvants of 
Hadarezer, and brought them to 
Jerusalem. 

8 Likewise from Tibhath, and from 
Chun, cities of Hadarezer, brought 
David very much brass, wherewitb 
Solomon made the brazen sea, and 
the pillars, and the vessels of brass. 

9 Now when Tou king of Ha¬ 
math heard how David had smitten 
all the host of Hadarezer king of 
Zobah; 

10 lie sent Hadoram his son to 
king David, to inquire of his welfare, 
and to congratulate him, because he 
had fought against Hadarezer, and 
smitten him; (for Hadarezer had 
war with Tou;) and with him all 
manner of vessels of gold and silver 
and brass. 

11 Them also king David dedicated 
unto the Lord, with the silver and 
the gold that he brought from all 
these nations ; from Edom, and from 
Moab, and from the children of Am¬ 
mon, and from the Philistines, and 
from Amalek. 

12 Moreover, Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah slew of the Edomites in tho 
valley of salt eighteen thousand. 

13 And he put garrisons in Edom; 
and all tno Edomites became 
David's servants. Thus the Lord 
preserved David whithersoever he 
went. 

14 So David reigned over all Israel, 
and executed judgment and justice 
among all his people. 

15 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehoshaphat 
the son of Ahilud, recorder; 

16 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, 
wero tho priests; and Sbavsha was 
scribe; 

17 And Denaiah the son of Jehoi- 
adu was over tbe Cborethites aud the 
Polcthitcs; and the sons of David 
were chief about the king. 



CHAPTER 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Pai'vTt musengm viilanoualu enlreaUd — 
The Ammonites overcome ly Joab and 
AbishaiShajthach slain. 

OW it came to pass after this, 
lliat Nabaeh the king of tbo 
childron of Ammon died, and hie 
son reigned in hie stead. 

2 And David said, I will show kind¬ 
ness unto Ilanun the son of Nahash, 
beoauBc hie father showed kindness 
to mo. And David sent messengers 
to comfort him concerning his father. 
So the servants of David came into 
the land of the children of Ammon 
to Ilanun, to comfort him. 

3 But Iho princes of tho childron 
of Ammon said to Ilanun, Thinkcst 
thou that David doth honour thy 
father, that he bath sent comforters 
unto thee? arc not his servants come 
unto thee for to soarch, and to over¬ 
throw, and to spy out the land ? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s 
servants, and Bhavcd them, and cut 
off their garments in tho midst hard 
by their buttocks, and sent them 
away. 

5 Then there wont oertain, and told 
David how tho men were sorvod j and 
be sent to meet them ; for the men 
were greatly ashamed. And the king 
said, Tarry at Jerioho until your 
beards be grown, and then return. 

0 And when tho children of Ammon 
saw that thoy had made thcmsolvea 
odious to David, Hanun and the 
children of Ainmon sent a thousand 
talonts of silver to hire themohariote 
and horsemen out of Mesopotamia, 
ftud out of Syria-maachah, and out 
of Zobah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two 
thousand chariots, and the king of 
Mnachah and hispoople; who came 
and pitched bofore Medeba. And 
the children of Ammon gathered 
themselves together from their oitios, 
and came to battlo. 

8 And wben David hoard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the hoBt of the 
mighty men. 

0 And tho childron of Ammon 
came out, and put tho battlo in ar¬ 
ray before the gate of tho city ; and 
the kings that were como wero by 
themsolves in tho field. 

10 Now whon Joab saw that the 
battle was sot against him bofore and

behind, he chose out of all tho oholoe 
of Israel, and put them in array 
against tne Syrians. 

U And the rest of the people he 
delivered unto the hand of Abishai 
his brother, and thoy set themselves 
in array against the ohildren of Am¬ 
mon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou shalt 
help me; but if the children of Am¬ 
mon be too strong for thee, thon I 
, will help thee. 

I 13 Be of good courage, and let us 
, behave ourselves valiantly for our 
j people, and for tho cities of our God ; 
and let the Lord do that which is 
good in his sight- 

14 So Joab and the people that 
wore with him drew nign before the 
Syrians unto the battle; and they 
Hod before him. 

15 And when the children of Am¬ 
mon saw that the Syrians were Bed, 
thoy likewise Bed before Abishai his 
brother, and entered into the city. 
Then Joah oame to Jerusalem. 

16 And when tho Syrians saw that 
they wero put to the worse before Is¬ 
rael, they sent messengers, and drew 
forth the Syrians that were beyond 
tho river; and Shophaoh the captain 
of the ho9t of ITadaroier went bofore 
them. 

17 And it was told David; and ho 
gathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and oame upon thorn, and 
set tho battle in array against them. 
So when David had put the battle 
in array against the Syrians, they 
fought with him. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Is¬ 
rael ; and David slew of the Syrians 
soven thousand men which fought in 
ohariotB, and forty thousand footmen, 
and killed Shophach the captain of 
the host. 

L9 And when the servants of Ha- 
darezer saw that they were put to tho 
woree before Israel, thoy mado peaoe 
with David, and beoamehis servants; 
noithor would the Syrians help the 
childron of Ammon any more. 
CHAPTER XX 
The people of Kabbah torUrcd. 

ND it came to pass, that after 
tho year was oipired, at tho timo 
that kings go out to battle, Joab led 
forth tho power of tho army, and 
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Wasted the country of the children of 
Ammon, and came and besieged Ilab- 
hah. But David tarried at Jerusa¬ 
lem. And Joab smote Rabbah, and 
destroyed it. 

2 And David took the orown of 
their king from off his head, and 
found it to weigh a talent of gold, 
and there were prcoiouB stones in it; 
and it was set upon David's head; 
and he brought also exceeding muoh 
spoil oat of the oity. 

3 And ho brought out the people 
that were in it, and cut them with 
Baws, and with harrows of iron, and 
with axes. Even so doalt David 
with all the cities of tho children of 
Ammon. And David and all the 
peoplo returned to Jerusalem. 

4 And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer with 
the Philistines; at which time Sib- 
bechai the Hushathito slew Sippai, 
that was of the children of tho giant; 
and they were subdued. 

5 And there waS war again with the 
Philistines ; and Elhanan the Bon of 
Jair slew Lahmi the brother of 
Goliath the Gittite, whose spear staff 
was like a weaver's beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man of great 
stature, whose fingers and toes were 
four and twenty, six on each hand, 
and Bix on each foot; and be also 
was the son of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, 
Jonathan the son of Shimea David’s 
brother slew him. 

8 These were born unto the giant in 
Gath ; and thoy foil by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his ser¬ 
vants. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

David, tempted by Satan, numbers the people 
—David repenteth of it—Davui chooaelh 
the pestilence—David by repentance pr+- 
vmteth the destruction of Jerusalem — 
David having built an altar, God giveth a 
sign of his favour by fre, and stayeth the 
plague—David sacrificeth there. 

ND Satan stood up against 
Israel, and provoked David to 
numbor Israel. 

2 And David said to Joab and to 
the rulors of the people, Go, number 
Israel from Boor-shorm even to Dan; 
and bring the numbor of them to mo, 
that I may know it. 

3 And Joab answered, The Lord 


make his people a hundred times so 
many more as they be; bnt, my lord 
tho king, are they not all my lord’s 
servants? why then doth my lord 
require this thing? why will he be a 
cause of trespass to Israel ? 

4 Nevertheless the king's word pre¬ 
vailed against Joab. Wherefore 
Joah departed, and went throughout 
all Israel, and came to Jerusalem. 

5 And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto David. 
And all they of Israel were a thonsand 
thousand and a hundred thousand 
men that drew sword; and Judah 
was four hundred three-score and teu 
thousand men that drew sword. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin connted 
he not among tlrem ; for the king's 
word was abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased with this 
thing; therefore he smote Israel. 

8 And David said onto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this- thing; but now, I beseech thee, 
do away the iniquity of thy servant; 
for I have done very foolishly. 

9 And the Lord spake nnto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell David, saying, Thus 
eaith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things ; choose thee one of them, that 
I may do it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and said 
unto him, Thus Baith the Lord, Choose 
tbee 

12 Either three years’ famine; or 
three months to be destroyed before 
thy foes, while that the sword of 
thine enemies overtaketh thee; or 
else three days the sword of tho Lord, 
evon the pestilence, in the land, and 
the angel of the Lord destroying 
throughout all the ooasts of Israel. 
Now therefore advise thyself what 
word I shall bring again to him that 
sent me. 

13 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait; let me fall now into 
the hand of the Lord ; fur very great 
are his mercies; but lot me not fall 
into tho hand of man. 

14 So the Lord sent pestilence upon 
Isrnol; and thorefell of Israel seventy 
thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto 
Jerusalem to destroy it. And the 
angel stretched forth his hand unto 
Jorusalom to destroy it; and God 
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said to the angel, Stay now thine 
hand, it is enough ; for as he was 
destroying, the Lord beheld Israel, 
that he repented him of the evil; 
therefore the Lord stayed the angel 
that destroyed, as he stood by the 
threehing-Duor of Oman, the Jebus- 
ito. 

16 And David lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the angel of the Lord stand 
between tho earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his hand 
sLretchcd out ovor Jerusalem. Then 
David and the elders of Israel, who 
wero olothed in saokoloth, fell upon 
their faoes. 

17 And David said unto God, Is it 
not I that commanded tho people to 
bo numhored ? even I it is that have 
sinned and done evil iudeed ; but as 
for these sheep, what have thoy done? 
let thine band, I pray thee, 0 Lord 
my God, be on me, and on my father's 
bouse; but not on thy people, that 
they should he plagued. 

18 Then the angel of the Lord com¬ 
manded Gad to say to David, that 
David Bhould go up, and Bet up an 
altar unto tho Lord in the threshing- 
floor of Oman the Jehueite. 

19 And David went up at the say¬ 
ing of Gad, which he spake in the 
name of the Lord. 

20 Now Oman was throshing wheat, 
aDd his four sons with him; and 
Oman turned baok and saw the 
angel, and they hid themselves. 

21 And as David oame to Oman, 
Oman looked and saw David, and 
went out of the threshing-floor, and 
bowod himself to David with his faoe 
to the ground. 

22 Then David said to Oman, Grant 
me the plaoe of this threshing-floor, 
that I may build an altar theroin 
unto the Lord; thou shalt grant it 
me for the full prioe; that the plague 
may he stayed from the people. 

23 And Oman said unto David, 
Take it to thee, and let my lord the 
king do tbnt which is good in his 
eyos; lo, I give thee the oxon also 
for burnt offerings, and tho threshing 
instruments for wood, and the wheat 
for the meat offoriug; I give it 

24 And king David said to Oman, 
Nay; but I will verily buy it for the 
full price; for I will not take that 


which is thine for the Lord, nor offer 
burnt offerings without oost. 

25 So David gave to Oman for the 
place six hundred shekels of gold by 
weight. 

26 And David built there on altar 
unto tho Lord, and offered bnrut 
offerings and peace offerings, and 
oalled upon the Lord; and he answered 
him from heaven by fire upon the 
altar of burnt offering. 

27 And the Lord commanded the 
angel; and he put up his sword again 
into the sheath thereof. 

28 At that time when David saw 
that the Lord had answered him in 
the threshing-floor of Oman the Je- 
busite, then he sacrificed there. 

29 For the tahernacle of the Lord, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, 
were at that seaeon in the high plaoe 
at Giheon. 

30 But David could not go before it 
to inquire of God; for he was afraid 
because of the sword of the angel of 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

David prepareih for the budding of the 
temple,—Fie instructeth Solomon. 

HEN David said, This is the 
house of the Lord God, and this 
is the altar of the barnt offering for 
Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather 
together the Btrangers that were in 
the land of Israel, and he set masons 
to hew wrought stones to build the 
house of God. 

3 And David prepared iron in abun¬ 
dance for the nails for the doors of 
the gates, amd for the joinings; and 
brass in abundance without weight; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundanoe; 
for the Zidonians and they of Tyre 
brought much cedar wood to David. 

6 And David said, Solomon my 
son is young and tender, and the 
house that is to be bnilded for the 
Lord must be exceeding magnifioal, 
of fame and of glory throughout all 
countries; I will therefore now make 
preparation for it. So David pre¬ 
pared abundantly before his death. 

6 Then he called for Solomon his 
son, and obarged him to build a house 
for the Lord God of Israel. 

7 And David said to Solomon, My 
son, as for me, It was in my mind to 
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build a house unto the name of the 1 
Lord my Qod; 

8 But the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying, Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great 
wars; thou ehalt not build a boueo 
unto my name, because thou bast 
shed much blood upon the earth in 
my sight. 

9 Behold, a son shall be born to 
thee, who shall be a man of rest; and 
I will give him rest from all his ene¬ 
mies round about, for his name shall 
be Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days. 

10 He shall build a house for my 
name; and be shall be my son, and 
I will be his father; and I will estab¬ 
lish Lhe throne of his kingdom over 
Israel for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Lord ho with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build 
tho houso of tho Lord thy Qod, as 
he hath said of thee. 

12 Only tho Lord giro thee wis¬ 
dom and understanding, and give 
thee charge concerning Israel, that 
thou mnyesl keep the law of the Lord 
thy Qod. 

13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and 
judgments which the Lord charged 
Moses with concerning Israel; be 
strong, and of good courage; dread 
not, nor be dismayed. 

14 Now, behold, in my trouble I 
have prepared for the house of the 
Lord a hundred thousand talonts of 
gold, and a thousand thousand talents 
of silver; and of brass and iron with¬ 
out weight; for it is in abundance; 
timber also and stone have I pre¬ 
pared; and thou mayest add thereto. 

15 Moreover, there are workmen 
with thee in abundance, hewers and 
workers of stone and timber, and all 
manner of cunning mon for every 
manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the silver, and the 
hrass, and the iron, there is no num¬ 
ber. Arise therefore, and be doing, 
and the Lord be with tbcc. 

17 David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying, 

18 Is not tho Lord your Qod with 
you? and bath he not given you rest 
on overy side? for he hath given the 
inhabitants of tho land into mine 


hand; and the land is subdued before 
tho Lord, and before his people. 

19 Now set your heart and your 
soul to seek the Lord yonr Qod; 
arise therefore, and build ye the sanc¬ 
tuary of the Lord God, to bring the 
ark of the covenant of tho Lord, and 
the holy vessels of Qod, into the house 
that is to be built to the name of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXm. 

David makdh Solomon king — The office 
the Lcciltt. 

0 when David was old and full 
of days, he made Solomon his 
son king over Israel. 

2 And he gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and 
the Levitea. 

3 Now the Lcvites were nnmhered 
from the age of thirty years and 
upward; and their number hy their 
polls, man by man, was thirty and 
eight thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thou¬ 
sand were to set forward the work of 
the house of the Lord; and six thou¬ 
sand were officers and judges; 

5 Moreover four thousand were por¬ 
ters; and four thousand praised the 
Lord with the instruments which I 
made, said David, to praise there¬ 
with. 

6 And David divided them into 
courses among the sons of Levi, 
namely, Gershon, Kohath, and Me- 
rari. 

7 Of the GershonitoB were Laadan, 
and Shimei. 

8 The sons of Laadan; the chief 
was Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, 
three. 

9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, 
and Ilaziel, and Karan, three. These 
were the chief of the fathers of Laa¬ 
dan. 

10 And the sons of Shimei were, 
Jahath, Zina, and Jeush, and Be- 
riah. These four were the sons of 
Shiuici. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and 
Zizah the second; but Jonah and 
Bcriah had not many sons; therefore 
they woro in one reokoning, accord¬ 
ing to their father's house. 

12 The son9 of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hobron, and Ueziol, four. 

13 The sons of Amram; Aaron, and 
Moses; and A&ron was separated 
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(bat he should sanctify the mosl holy 
things, he and his sons for ever, to 
burn inccnso before the Lord, to min¬ 
ister unto him, and to hless in his 
name for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moses the man 
of God, his Bons were named of the 
tribe of Levi. 

15 The bods of Mobob were, Ger- 
shom and Eliezer. 

lft Of the sons of Gershom, Shcb- 
ucl was the ohief. 

17 And the sons of Eliezer were, 
Rchabinh the chief. And Eliezer 
had none other Bon9; but the sons of 
Rcbabiah were very maDy. 

18 Of the sonB of Izhar; Shelo- 
mith the ohief. 

19 Of the sons of Hebron; Jcriah 
the first, Amariah the second, Jahnziel 
the third, and Jokamcam the fourth. 

20 Of the sons of Uzziol; Micah 
the first, and Jcsiah the second. 

21 The Bons of Morari; Mahli, and 
Mushi. The sons of Mahli; Elcazar, 
and Kish. 

22 And Elcazar died, and bad no 
sons, but daughters; and their bre¬ 
thren tho sons of Kish took them. 

23 Tho sons of Mushi; Mahli, and 
Edcr, and Jeremoth, three. 

24 Those wore the sons of Levi after 
the house of their fathers; even tho 
chief of tho fathers, as they were 
countod by number of names by their 
polls, that did the work for the servico 
of tho house of the Lord, from tho 
age of twenty years and upward. 

25 For David said, Tho Lord God 
of Israel hath given rost unto his 
poople, that they may dwell in Jeru¬ 
salem for ever; 

2fl And also unto the Lovites; they 
shall no more oarry the tabernacle, 
nor any vessels of it for the Bcrvioo 
thereof. 

27 For by tho last words of David 
the Lovites woro numberod from twen¬ 
ty years old and above; 

28 Because thoir offloo was to wait 
on tho sons of Aaron for the servioe 
of tho house of the Lord, in tho 
courts, and in tho chambers, and in 
the purifying of alt holy things, and 
tho work of the servioo of the house 
of God; 

20 Both for the showbrend, and for 
tho fine flour for meat offering, and 
for tho unloavonod cakes, and for that 


which is haked in tho pan, and for 
that which is fried, and for all man¬ 
ner of measure and size; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praiso the Lord, and like¬ 
wise at even; 

31 And to offer all burnt aaorifioea 
unto the Lord in the sabbaths, in the 
now moons, and on the set feasts, by 
number, according to tho order com¬ 
manded unto them, continually before 
the Lord; 

32 And that they should keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, and the charge of the holy 
place, and the charge of the sons of 
Aaron their brethren, in the servioe 
of the house of the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

77 it divisions of Vie sons of Aaron. 

OW these are tho divisione of the 
sons of Aaron. The sons of 
Aaron ; Nadab and Abihu, Ele&e&r 
and Ithamar. 

2 But Nadab and Abihu died before 
their father, and had no children; 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar exe¬ 
cuted the priest's office. 

3 And David distributed them, both 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimclcch of the Bons of Ithamar, 
according to their offices in their ser¬ 
vice. 

4 And there were more ehief men 
found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar; and thus were 
they divided. Among tho sons of 
Elcazar there wore sixteen chief men 
of the hoQse of their fathers, and 
eight among tho sons of Ithamar ac¬ 
cording to the bouse of their fathers. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, one 
sort with another; for the governors 
of the sanctuary, and governors of the 
house of God, wero of the sons of 
Elcazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 

6 And Sbemaiab the son of Ndtho- 
neel the scribe, one of the Levites, 
wrote them beforo the king, and the 
princes, and Zadok the priest, and 
Ahimolcch tho son of Abiathar, and 
before tho chiof of the fathers of the 

riests and Levites; ono principal 
ousohold being taken for Eleazar, 
and one takon for Ithamar. 

7 Now the first lot oamo forth to 
Jchoiarib, the second to Jodaiah, 

8 Tho third to Harim, the fourth to 
Seorim,

0 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth I Aaron in the presence of David the 


to Mijamin, 

10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth 
to Abijah, 

11 The ninth to Jeshuah, the tenth 
to Bhecaniah, 

12 The eleventh to Eliashib, the 
twelfth to Jakim, 

13 The thirteenth to Hupp&h, the 
fourteenth to Jeshebeah, 

14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the six¬ 
teenth tc Immer, 

15 The seventeenth to Hezir, the 
eighteenth to Aphses, 

16 The nineteenth to Pethahiah, the 
twentieth to Jehezckcl, 

17 The one and twentieth to Jochin, 
the two and twentieth to Gamul, 

18 The three and twentieth to Dc- 
laiah, the four and twentieth to Maa- 
ciah. 

19 These wero the orderings of them 
in their service to come into the house 
of the Lord, according to their manner, 
under Aaron their father, as the Lord 
God of Israel had commanded him. 

20 And the rest of the sons of Levi 
were these; Of the sons of Amrnmj 
Shuhael; of the sons of Shubael; 
Johdeiah. 

21 Concerning Rehabiah; of the 
sons of Rehahiah, the UrBt was Is- 
ehiah. 

22 Of the Izharites; Shelomoth; 
of the sons of Shelomoth; Jahath. 

23 And the softs of Hebron ; Jeriah 
the first, Amariah the second, Jaha- 
tiel the third, Jekameam the fourth. 

24 Of the sons of Uzziel; Michah; 
of the sons of Michah; Shamir. 

25 The brother of Michah was Is- 
shiah; of the sons of Isshiah ; Zecha- 
riah. 

26 The sons of Merari were Mahli 
and Mushi; the sons of Jaaziah; 
Beno. 

27 The book of Merari by Jaaziah; 
Beno, and Shoham, and Zaoour, and 
Ibri. 

28 Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had 
no sons. 

29 Concerning Kish; the son of 
Kish was Jerahmeel. 

30 The sons also of Mushi; Mahli, 
and Edcr, and Jerimoth. These were 
the sons of the Levites after the house 
of their fathers. 

31 These likewise oast lots over 
against their brethren the sons of 


king, and Zadok, and Ahimelech, and 
the chief of the fathers of the priests 
and Levites, even the principal fa¬ 
thers over against their younger bre¬ 
thren. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

The number nf the ringen. 
OREOVER David and the cap¬ 
tains ol the host separated to 
the service of the sons of Asaph, and 
of Heman, and of Jedulhun, who 
should prophesy with harps, with 
psalteries, and with cymbals; and 
the number of the workmen accord¬ 
ing to their service was; 

2 Of the sons of Asaph; Zacour, 
and Joseph, and Ncthaniah, and 
Asarelah, the eons of Asaph under 
the hands of Asaph, which prophesied 
according to the order of the king. 

3 Of Jeduthnn ; the sons of Jedn- 
thun; Gedaliah, and Zeri, and Je- 
shaiah, Hashabiah, and Mattithi&h, 
six, under the hands of their father 
Jeduthun, who prophesied with a 
harp, to give thanks and to praise 
the Lord. 

4 Of Heman; the sons of Heman; 
Bukkiah, Mattaniah, Uzziel, Shebnel, 
and Jerimoth, Hananiah, Hanani, 
Eli&thah, Giddalti, and Romamti- 
ezer, Joshbekashah, Mallothi, Hothir, 
and Mahazioth; 

5 All these were the sons of Heman 
the king’s seer in the words of God, 
to lift up the horn. And God gave 
to Heman fourteen sons and three 
daughters. 

6 AH these were under the hands of 
their father for song in the house of 
the Lord, with cymbalB, psalteries, 
and harps, for the service of the house 
of God, according to the king’s order 
to Asaph, Jeduthun, and Heman. 

7 So the number of them, with their 
brethren that were instructed in the 
songs of the Lord, even all that were 
cunning, was two hundred four-soore 
and eight. 

8 And they oast lots, ward against 
ward, as well the small as the great, 
the teacher as the scholar. 

9 Now the first lot came forth for 
Asaph to Joseph ; the seoond to Goda- 
liah, who with his brethren and soni 
were twelve; 

10 Tho third to Zacour, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve; 
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11 The fourth to Izri, he, hia bods, 
tod hia brethren, wero twelve; 

12 The fifth to Nelhaniah, hu, hia 
BODH, and hia brethren, wore twelve; 

13 The sixth to Bukkiah, ho, hia 
bods, and hia brethren, wore twelve; 

14 Tbo seventh to Jeeharelah, he, 
his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve; 

15 Tbo eighth to Jeshaiah, he, his 
bo us, and hid brethren, were twelve; 

16 The ninth to Mattaniah, lie, his 
Boas, and his brethren, were twelve; 

17 The tenth to Sbimei, he, his sons, 
end bis brethren, were twelve ; 

18 The eleventh to Azarcel, he, his 
sods, and his brethron, were twelve; 

10 The twell'th to iiaBhabiah, he, 
his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve ; 

20 The thirteenth to Shubaol, he, his 
sons, aud his brethren, wore twelve; 

21 The fourteenth to M&ttithiah, 
be, his sons, and his brethren, were 

twelve ; 

22 The fifteenth to Jeremoth, he, his 
sous, and his brothren, were twolve; 

23 The sixteenth to liananiah, he, 
hia eons, and his brethren, were 
twelve; 

24 The seventeenth to Joshboka- 
eha, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelvo; 

25 The eighteenth to Ilan&ni, he, hia 
sons, and his brethren, were twelve; 

20 The nineteenth to Mallothi, 
he, his sous, and his brethren, were 
twelve; 

27 The twentieth to Eliathah, he, 
his sons, and his brethren, wore 
twelve ; 

28 The one and twentieth to Ho- 
thir, he, hie eons, and his brethren, 
wore twelvo ; 

29 The twe and twentieth to Qid- 
dalti, he, hi* sons, and his brethren, 
were twolve; 

30 The three and twentieth to Ma- 
haxioth, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve; 

31 The four and twentieth to Ro- 
mamti-ezer, he, his eons, and hia bre¬ 
thren, were twolve. 

CIIAPTKB XXVI. 

IV division of (hr porUrt—The gates a*- 

honed by W—7V Levitrj that had c harge 
o f the (rrajurrj—Officers and Judges. 

ONCERNING the divisions of 
the porters; Of the Eorhites was 


Meaheletniah the son of Eore, of the 
sons of Asaph. 

2 And the sons of Meaheletniah 
were, Zechariah the first-born, Jediael 
the second, Zebodiah the third, Jath- 
niel the fourth, 

3 Elam the fifth, Jehohanan the 
sixth, Elioonai the seventh. 

4 Moreover the sons of Obed-edom 
were, Shemaiah the first-born, Jehoza- 
bad the second, Joah the third, and 
Sacar the fourth, and Nethancel the 

firth, 

5 Ammiel the sixth, Issachar the 
Bevcnth, Peulthai the eighth; for Ood 
blessed him. 

6 Also unto Shemaiah his son were 
sons born, that ruled throughout tho 
house of their father; for they were 
mighty men of valour. 

7 The eons of Shemaiah; Othni, 
and Aephael, and Obed, Elzabad, 
whose brethren were strong men, 
Eliliu, and Semachiah. 

8 All these of the sons of Obed- 
edom ; they and their sons and their 
brethren, able men for strength for 
the sorvice, were throe-score and two 
of Obed-edom. 

9 And Mcsbelemiah had sons and 
brethren, strong men, eighteen. 

10 Also Hosah, of the ohildren of 
Merari, had sons; Simri the chief, (for 
though he was not the first-born, yet 
his father made him the chief;) 

11 Hilkiah the second, Tebaliah 
the third, Zechariah the fourth ; all 
the sons and brethren of Hosah were 
thirteen. 

12 Among these were the divisions 
of the porters, oven among the ohief 
men, having wards one against an¬ 
other, to minister in the house of the 
Lord. 

13 And they oast lots, as well 
the small as the great, aocording to 
the house of thoir fathers, for every 
gate. 

14 And the lot eastward fell to 
Shelemiah. Then for Zechariah his 
son, a wise counsellor, they oast 
lots; and his lot oame out north¬ 
ward. 

15 To Obed-edom southward; and 
to his sons the house of Asuppim. 

16 To Shnppim and Hosan the lot 
oame forth westward, with the gate 
Shalleoheth, by the oauseway of the 
goiug up, ward against ward. 
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17 Eastward were bix Levites, 
northward four a day, southward 
four a day, and toward Asuppiin 
two and two. 

18 At Parbar westward, four at the 
causeway, and two at Parbar. 

10 These are the divisions of the 
porters among the sons of Korc, and 
among the sons of Merari. 

20 And of the Levites, Ahijah was 
over the treasures of the house of 
God, and over the treasures of the 
dedicated things. 

21 As concerning the eons of Laa- 
dan , the sons of the Gershonito Laa- 
dan, chief fathers, even of Laadan 
the Gershonite, were Jehicli. 

22 The eons of Jehicli; Zctham, 
and Joel his brother, which were over 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord. 

23 Of the Amramites, and the 
Izharites, the Ilebronitcs, and the 
Uzziclites; 

24 And Shebuel the son of Gcr- 
shom, tho son of Moses, was ruler of 
the treasures. 

25 And his brethren by Eliezer; 
Rehabiah his son, and Jesbaiah his 
son, and Joram his son, and Zichri 
his son, and Shclomith his son; 

26 Which Shclomith and his bre¬ 
thren were over all the treasures of 
the dedicated things, which David tho 
king, and the chief fathers, tho cap¬ 
tains over thousands and hundreds, 
and the captains of the host, had 
dedicated. 

27 Out of the spoils won in battles 
did they dedicate to maintain the 
house of the Lord. 

23 And all that Samuel the Beer, 
and Saul the son of Kish, and Abner 
the eon of Ner, and Joab the son of 
Zeruiah, had dedicated; and whoso¬ 
ever had dedicated any thing, it was 
under the hand of Shelomilh, and of 
his brethren. 

29 Of the Izharites, Chenaniah and 
his sons wore for the outward busi¬ 
ness over Israel, for officers and 
judges. 

30 And of the Hobronites, Hasha- 
biah and his brethren, men of valour, 
a thousand and seven hundred, were 
offioers among them of Israol on this 
side Jordan westward in all the busi¬ 
ness of the Lord, and in the service 
of the king. 


31 Among the Hcbronites was Je 
rijah the chief, even among the He- 
bronites, according to the generations 
of his fathers. In the fortieth year 
of the reign of David they were 
sought for, and there were foand 
among them mighty men of valoar 
at Jazcr of G Head. 

32 And his brethren, men of valour, 
were two thousand and seven hnn- 
dred chief fathers, whom king David 
made rulers over the Rcubenites, the 
Gadites, and the half tribe of Manas- 
seh, for every matter pertaining to 
God, and affairs of the king. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

T!u twflxy. captain*—The prince .j of tfu 
twelve tribei. 

N OW the children of Israel after 
their number, to wit, the chief 
fathers and captains of thousands and 
hundreds, and their officers that 
served the king in any matter of the 
courses, which came in and went out 
month by month throughout all the 
months of tho year, of every course 
were twenty aod four thousand. 

2 Over the first course for the first 
month was Jashobcam the son of 
Zabdiel; and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

3 Of the children of Perez w^s ths 
chief of all the captains of the host 
for the first month. 

4 And over the course of the second 
month was Dodai au Ahohite, and of 
his course was Mikloth also the 
ruler; in his course likewise were 
twenty and four thousand. 

5 The third captain of the host for 
the third month was Benaiah the eon 
of Jehoiada, a chief priest; and in 
his course were twenty and four thou¬ 
sand. 

6 This is that Benaiah, who was 
mighty among the thirty, and above 
the thirty; and in his course was 
Ammizabad his son. 

7 The fourth captain for the fourth 
month was Asabel the brother of 
Joab, and Zcbadiah his son after 
him ; and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

8 Tho fifth captain for the fifth 
month was Shamhuth the Iirahite; 
and in his oourso were twenty and 
four thousand. 

9 The Birth captain for the sixth 
month was Ira the son of Ikkeah the 
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Tekoite; and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

10 The seventh captain for the 
seventh month was Ilelcz the Pclon- 
ite, of the children of Ephraim ; and 
in his oourBe were twenty and four 
thousand. 

11 The eighth captain for the eighth 
month was Sibbccai the Hushathilc, 
of the Zarhitea; and in his course 
wore twenty nnd four thoueand. 

12 Tho ninth captain for the ninth 
month waB Abiczor the Anetothite, 
of tho Bcnjamitcs; and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

13 The tenth captain for the tenth 
month was Maharai the Netophathite, 
of the ZarhiU-s; and in his course 
wero twenty and four thousand. 

14 Tho eleventh captain for tho 
eleventh month was Benaiah tho Pi- 
rathonite, of tho children of Ephraim ; 
and in his course were twenty and 
four thousand. 

15 Tho twelfth captain for tho 
twelfth month was Heldai tho Neto- 
phathilo, of Olhniol; and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

16 Furthermore over the tribes of 
Israel; the ruler of the Reubenitos 
was Eliczor the son of Ziohri; of the 
Simeonitcs, Shephatiah tho son of 
Maaohah ; 

17 Of the Lovifces, Hashabiah tho 
son of Kemucl; of the Aaronites, 
Zadok; 

18 Of Judah, Elihu, ono of the bre¬ 
thren of David; of Isaaohar, Omri 
the son of Michael; 

19 Of Zebulun, Ishmaiah the son 
of Obadinh; of Naphtali, Jerimoth 
the son of Atriel; 

20 Of tho ohildren of Ephraim, 
nosea, the son of Azaziah; of the 
half tribe of Manasseh, Joel the son 
of Pedaiah ; 

21 Of the half tribo of Manasseh in 
Gilead, Iddo tho boh of Zeohariah; of 
Benjamin, Jaasiel the Bon of Abner. 

22 Of Dan, Azaroel tho son of Je- 
roham. These were the princes of 
the tribes of Israel. 

23 But David took not the number 
of them from twenty yean old and 
under; beoause the Lord had said ho 
would inoreaso Israel like to the stars 
of tho heavens. 

24 Joab the son of Zeruiah began 
to number, but he finished not, be- 
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cause there fell wrath for it against 
Israel; neither was the number put 
in the account of tho Chronicles of 
king David. 

25 And over tho king’s treasures 
was Azinavcth the son of Adiel; and 
over the storehouses in the fields, in 
the cities, and in the villages, and in 
the castles, was Jehonalhan the son 
of Uzziah ; 

26 And over them that did the work 
of the field for tillage of the ground 
was Ezri the son of Chelub; 

27 And over the vineyards was 
Shimei the Ramathite; over the in¬ 
crease of tho vineyards for the wine 
cellars was Zabdi the Shiphmite; 

28 And over tho olive trees and the 
sycamore trees that were in the low 
plains was Baal-hanan tho Gederite; 
and over the cellars of oil was Joash; 

29 And over the herds that fed in 
Sharon was Shitrai the Shnronite; 
and over the herds that were in the 
valleys was Shaphat the son of Adlaij 

30 Over the camels also was Obil 
tbe Ishmaelitc; and over the asses 
was Jodciah the Mcronothite ; 

31 And over the flocks was Jaziz 
tho Hagarito. All these were the 
rulerB of the snbstance which was 
king David’s. 

32 Also Jonathan David’s unole 
was a counsellor, a wise man, and a 
scribe; &Dd Jehiel the son of Hach- 
moni was with the king’s sons; 

33 And Ahithophel was the king’s 
counsellor; and Hushai the Archite 
was the king's companion; 

34 And after Ahitnophel was Jehoi- 
ada tho son of Benaiah, and Abia- 
thar; and the general of the king's 
army was Joab. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

David exfurrteth to fear Ood—Be mcourageUi 
Solomon to build the temple. 

ND David assembled all the 
princes of Israel, the princes 
of the tribes, and the oaptaiDB of 
the companies that ministered to the 
king by course, and tho captains over 
the thousands, and oaptains over the 
hundreds, and the stewards over all 
the substance and possession of the 
king, and of his sons, with the offi¬ 
cers, and with the mighty men, and 
with all the valiant men, unto Jeru¬ 
salem. 

2 Then David the king stood up 
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upon his feet, and said, Hear me, my 
brethren, and my people; As tor me, 
I bad in mine heart to build a house 
of rest for the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord, and for the footstool of our 
God, and had made ready for the 
building; 

3 But God said unto me, Thou shalt 
not build a house for my name, be¬ 
cause thou hast been a man of war, 
and hast shed blood. 

4 Howboit the Lord God of Israel 
chose me before all the house of my 
father to be king over Israel for 
ever; for he hath ohoBen Judah to 
be the ruler; and of the houso of 
Judah, the house of my father; and 
among the sons of my father be 
liked me to make me king over all 
Israel; 

5 And of all my sons, (for the Lord 
hath given me many sons,) he hath 
chosen Solomon my son to sit upon 
the throne of the kingdom of the 
Lord over Israel. 

6 And he said unto me, Solomon 
thy son, he shall build my house and 
my courts; for I have choeen him to 
be my son, and I will be his father. 

7 Moreover I will establish his 
kingdom for ever, if he be constant 
to do my commandments and my 
judgments, as at this day. 

6 Now therefore, in the sight of all 
Israel the congregation of the Lord, 
and in the audience of our God, keep 
and seek for all the aommandments 
of the Lord your God; that ye may 
possess this good land, and leave it 
for an inheritance for your children 
after you for ever. 

9 And thou, Solomon my son, know 
thou the God of thy father, and serve 
him with a perfect heart and with a 
willing mind; for the Lord seurcheth 
all hearts, and understandeth all the 
imaginations of the thoughts; if thou 
seek him, he will be found of Lheo; 
but if thou forsake him, he will oast 
thee off for ever, 

10 Take heed now; for the Lord 
hath chosen thee to build a house 
for the sanotuary; be strong, and 
do it. 

11 Then David gave to Solomon 
his son the pattern of the poroh, 
and of the houses thereof, and of the 
treasuries thereof, and of the npper 
eh ambers thereof, and of the inner 


parlours thereof, and of the plane of 
the mercy-seat. 

12 And the pattern of all that he 
had by the Spirit, of the oonrts of 
the house of the Lord, and of all the 
ebamhers round about, of the treas¬ 
uries of the house of God, and of the 
treasuries of the dedicated things; 

13 Also for the courses of the priesti 
and the Levites, and for all the work 
of the service of the house of the 
Lord, and for all the vessels of ser¬ 
vice in the house of the Lord. 

14 He gave of gold by weight for 
things of gold, for all instruments of 
all manner of service; silver also for 
all instruments of silver hy weight, 
for alt instruments of every kind of 
sorvice; 

15 Even the weight for the candle¬ 
sticks of gold, and for their lamps of 
gold, by weight for every candlestick, 
and for the lamps thereof; and for 
the candlesticks of silver by weight, 
both for the candlestick, and also for 
the lamps thereof, according to the 
use of every candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for 
the tables of show-bread, for every 
table; and likewise silver for the ta- 
blos of silver; 

17 Also poro gold for the flesh 
hooks, and the bowls, and the cups, 
and for the golden basins he gave 
gold by weight for every basin; and 
likewise silver by weight for every 
basin of silver; 

18 And for the altar of incense re¬ 
fined gold by weight; and gold for 
the pattern of the chariot of the 
cherubim, that spread oat their 
wings, and covered the ark of the 
oovenant of the Lord. 

19 All this, said David, the Lord 
made me understand in writing by 
his hand upon me, even all the works 
of this pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon hii 
son, Bo strong and of good aonrage, 
and do it; fear not, nor be dismayed, 
for the Lord God, oven my God, will 
be with thoo; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake theo, until thon hast 
finished all the work for the cervioe 
of the house of the Lord. 

21 And, behold, the oourses of the 
priests and the Levites, even they 
Bhall be with thee for all the servioe 
of the houso of God; and there shall 
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b« with Ihee for all manner of work¬ 
manship ever/ willing skilful man, 
for any manner of service; also the 
prinoes and all tho people will be 
wholly at thy oommandment. 

ClIAmSR XXIX. 

David*t offerings, thanksgiving and prayer — 
The people make Solomon king — David's 
reign and death. 

URTIIERMORE David the king 
said nnto all the congregation, 
Solomon my son, whom alono God 
hath choBon, is yet young and tender, 
and the work is great; for the palace 
is not for man, but for tho Lord 
God. 

2 Now I have prepared with all my 
might for tho douse of my God the 
gold for things to be made of gold, 
and the silver for things of silver, and 
the brass for things of brass, the iron 
for things of iron, and wood for 
things of wood; onyx stones, and 
stoneB to be set, glistering stones, 
and of divers colours, and all manner 
of precions stones, and marble stones 
in ubundanoo. 

3 Moreover, because I have set my 
affection to the house of my God, I 
have of mine own proper good, of 
gold and silver, which I have given 
to tho house of my God, over and 
above all that I have prepared for 
the holy house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of 
gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven 
thousand lalonts of roflncd silvor, to 
overlay the walls of the houeos 
withal ; 

5 Tho gold for things of gold, and 
tho silver for things of silvor, and 
for all mannor of work to be mado by 
the hands of artificers. And who 
thou is willing to ooneeorate his ser¬ 
vice this day unto the Lord? 

6 Then the ohief of the fathers and 
prinoos of the tribes of Israel, and 
tho captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, with the rulors of tho king's 
work, offerod willingly, 

7 And gave, for the Bervioe of the 
house of God, of gold flvo thousand 
talents and ten thousand drams, and 
of silver ten thousand talonts, and of 
brass eighteon thousand talonts, and 
one hundred thousand talents of 
iron. 

8 And they with whom preoloue 
•tocos were found gave them to the 


treasure of the house of the Lord, by 
the hand of Jehiel the Gershonite. 

9 Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they offered willingly, beoause with 
perfeot heart they offered willingly to 
the Lord; and David the king also 
rejoiced with great joy. 

10 Wherefore David blessed the 
Lord before all the oongregation; 
and David said, Blessed be thou, 
Lord God of Israel our father, for 
ever and ever. 

11 Thine, 0 Lord, is the greatness, 
and the power, and the glory, and 
the viotory, and the majesty; for all 
that is in the heaven and in the earth 
is thine; thine is the kingdom, 0 
Lord, and thou art exalted as head 
above all. 

12 Both riohes and honour oome of 
thee, and thou roignest over all; and 
in thine hand is power and might; 
and in thine hand it is to make great, 
and to give strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore, our God, we 
thank thee, and praise thy glorious 
name. 

14 But who am I, and what is my 
people, that wo Bhould be able to 
offer so willingly after this sort? for 
all things come of thee, and of thine 
own have we given thee. 

15 For wo are strangers before thee, 
and sojourners, as were all oar fa¬ 
thers; our days on the earth are as a 
shadow, and there is none abiding. 

10 0 Lord our God, all this storo 
that we have prepared to bnild thee 
a houao for thino holy name oometh 
of thine hand, and is all thine own. 

17 I know also, ray God, that thou 
triest the heart and hast pleasure in 
uprightness. As for me, in the up¬ 
rightness of mine heart I have will¬ 
ingly offered all these things; and 
now have I scon with joy thy poople, 
which are preBont here, to offer will¬ 
ingly unto thee. 

18 0 Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israol, our fathers, keep this 
for evor in the imagination of the 
thoughts of tho heart of thy people, 
and prepare their hoart unto tnee; 

19 Ana give unto Solomon my bod 
a perfect heart, to keep thy eommand- 
monts, thy tostiinonies, aod thy stat¬ 
utes, and to do all those things, and 
to bnild the palooe, for the whloh I 
bave made provision. 
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20 And David said to all the con¬ 
gregation, Now bless the Lord your 
God. And nil the congregation 
blessed tho Lord Qod of their fathers, 
and bowed down their heads, and 
worshipped the Lord, and the king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices 
unto the Lord, and offered burnt 
offerings onto the Lord, on the mor¬ 
row after that day, even a thousand 
bullocks, a thousand rams, and a 
thousand lambs, with their drink 
offerings, and sacrifices in abundance 
for all Israel; 

22 And did cat and drink before the 
Lord on that day with great glad¬ 
ness. And they made Solomon the 
son of David king the Becond time, 
and anointed him unto the Lord to 
be tho chief governor, and Zadok to 
bo prieBt. 

23 Then 6olomon sat on the throne 
of the Lord as king instead of David 
his father, and prospered; and nil 
Israel obeyed him. 

24 And all the princes, and tho 
mighty men, and all the sons like¬ 


wise of king David, submitted them¬ 
selves unto 6olomon the king. 

25 And the Lord magnified Solo¬ 
mon exceedingly in the sight of all 
Israel, and bestowed upon him such 
royal majesty as had not been on any 
king before him in Israel. 

26 Thns David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Israel. 

27 And the time that he reigned 
over Israel was forty years; seven 
years reigned he in liebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. 

28 And he died in a good old age, 
full of days, riches, and honour, 
and Solomon his son reigned in hit 
stead. 

29 Now the acts of David tho king, 
first and last, behold, they are writ¬ 
ten in the book of Samuel the seer, 
and in the hook of Nathan the pro 
phet, and in the book of Gad the seer, 

30 With all his reign and his might, 
and the times that went over him, 
and over Israel, and over all th« 
kingdoms of_the countries. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Tht offering of Solomon — Solomon's choic4 
of wisdom — SnUmum't ftrengLK and 
wtaUh. 

ND Solomon the son of David 
was strengthened in his king¬ 
dom, and the Lord his Qod was 
with him, and magnified him ex¬ 
ceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake unto all Is¬ 
rael, to the oaptains of thousands 
and of hundreds, and to the judges, 
and to every governor in all Israel, 
the chief of the fathers. 

3 So Solomon, and all the congrega¬ 
tion with him, went to the high place 
that was at Qibeon; for there was 
the tabernacle of the congregation of 
Qod, which Moses the servant of the 
Lord had made in the wilderness. 

-4 But the ark of God had David 
brought up from Rirjatb-jearim to 
ibe place which David had prepared 
for it: for he had pitohed a teDt for 
it at Jerusalem. 

5 Moreover the brazen altar, that 
llezaleel the son of Uri, the son of 


| Hur, had made, be put before th< 
tabernacle of the Lord : and Sol/ 
mon and the congregation sough' 
unto it. 

6 And Solomon went up thither to 
the brazen altar before the Lord, 
which was at the tabernacle of thi* 
congregation, and offered a thousand 
burnt offerings upon it. 

7 In that night did God appear 
unto Solomon, and said unto dlui, 
Ask what I shall give thee. 

8 And Solomon said unto God, 
Thou hast showed great mercy uni*.* 
David my father, and hast made nm 
to reign in his stead. 

9 Now, 0 Lord Qod, let thy promise 
unto David my father bo established ; 
for thou hast made me king over * 
people like the dust of the earth in 
multitude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and 
knowledge, that I may go ont and 
come in before this people; lor who 
can judge this thy people, that is so 
great ? 

11 And God said to Solomon, Bo 
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cause tills was in thiue hoart, and 
thou hast not asked riches, wealth, 
or houour, nor tbo life of tbino ene¬ 
mies, neither jet bast asked long 
life; but bast asked wisdom and 
knowledge for thyself, that thou 
mayest judge my people, oyer whom 
1 have made thee king; 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is grant¬ 
ed unto thoo; and I will give thee 
riches, anti wealth, and honour, such 
as none of tho kings have had that 
have boon before thee, neither shall 
there any after thee have the like. 

13 Then Solomon came from his 
journoy to the high place that was at 
Gibcon to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Israel. 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen; and he bad a thou¬ 
sand and four hundred chariots, and 
twolve thousand horsemen, whioh he 
placed in the chariot oitios, and with 
tho king at Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and 
gold at Jerusalem as plontcous as 
stoucs, and cedar trees made he as 
the sycamore treos that are in the 
valo for abundanoe. 

16 And Solomon bad horses brought 
out of Egypt, aud linen yarn; the 
king’s merchants received the linen 
yarn at a price. 

17 And Iney fclohed up, and brought 
forth ouL of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and a 
horse for a hundred and fifty ; and 
so brought they out horses for all tho 
kings of tho Uittitcs, and for tho 
kings of Syria, by their moans. 

CIIAPTKR II. 

iWjmralion for building the temple. 

ND Solomon determined to build 
a bouse for the name of tho 
Lord, and a house for his kingdom. 

2 And Solomon told out throo-aoorc 
und ton thousand men to bear bur¬ 
dens, and four-score thousand to hew 
In tho mountain, and throo thousand 
aud six hundred to oversee them. 

3 And Solomon sent to Huram the 
hing of Tyre, saying, As thou didst 
deal with David my father, and didst 
send him cedars to build him a houso 
to dwell therein, therefore, even so 
doal with mo. 

4 Behold, I build a houso to the 
name of the Lord my God, to dedi¬ 


cate it to him, and to burn before 
him sweet incense, and for the con¬ 
tinual showbread, and for the burnt 
offerings morning and evening, on 
the sabbaths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts of the Lord 
our God. And this ordinanoe shall 
be kept in Israel for ever. 

5 And the house which I huild shall 
be a great house; for great is the 
Lord our God abovo all gods. 

6 But who is able to build him a 
houso, seeing the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him ? who 
am I then, that I should build him a 
house, save only to burn saorifioo be¬ 
fore him ? 

7 Send me now therefore a man 
cunning to work in gold, and in sil¬ 
ver, and in brass, and in iron, and 
in purple, and orimson, and bine, 
and that have skill to grave with the 
cunning men that are with me in Ju¬ 
dah and in Jerusalem, whom David 
my father did provide. 

8 Send mo also cedar trees, fir 
trees, and algum trees, oat of Leba¬ 
non; for I know that thy servants 
have skill to cut timber in Lebanon; 
and, behold, I will send my servants 
with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timher in 
abundance; lor the house whioh 1 
am about to build shall be wonderful 
great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that out timber, 
twenty thousand measuroa of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand mea¬ 
sures of barley, and twenty thousand 
baths of wine, and twenty thousand 
baths of oil. 

11 Then ITuram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent 
to Solomon, Because the Lord hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee 
king over them. 

12 Iluram said moreover, Blessod 
be the Lord God of Israel, that 
made heaven and earth, who hath 
givon to David the king a wise son, 
endued with prudence and under¬ 
standing, that might build a house 
for the Lord, and a house for his 
kingdom. 

13 And now I havo sent a ounnlng 
inan, endued with understanding, of 
Iluram my fathor’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the 
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daughters of Dan, and hie father was 
a man of Tyro, skilful to work in 
gold, and in silver, in brasB, in iron, 
in stone, and in timber, in purple, in 
blue, and in fine linen, and in crim¬ 
son ; also to grave aDy manner of 
graving, and to find out every device 
which shall be put to him, with thy 
cunning men, and with the cunning 
men of my lord David tby father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and 
the barloy, the oil, and the wine, 
which my lord hath B]wken of, let 
him send nnto his servants; 

10 And we will cut wood out of 
Lebanon, as much as thou shalt need; 
and we will bring it to thee in floats 
by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt 
oarry it up to Jerusalem. 

17 And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of 
Israel, after the numbering wherewith 
David hie father had numbered them ; 
and they were found a hundred and 
fifty thousand and three thousand 
and six hundred. 

18 And he set three-score and ten 
thousand of them to be bearers of 
burdens, and four-score thousand to 
be hewers in tho mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers 
to set the people awork. 

CllAPTER ITL 

The place, and time of building the temple — 

The measure and ornaments of the house. 
HEN Solomon began to build the 
bouse of the Lord at Jerusalem 
in mount Meriah, where the Lord 
appeared nnto David his father, in 
the place that David had prepared in 
the threshing-floor of Oman the 
Jebueite. 

2 And he began to build in the 
second day of the Becond month, in 
the fourth year of his reign. 

3 Now these are the things wherein 
Solomon was instructed for the 
building of the house of God. The 
length by cubits after the first measure 
wasthree-scoro cubits, and the breadth 
twenty oabits. 

4 And tho poroh that was in tho 
front of the house, tho length of it 
was according to the breadth of the 
house, twenty cubits, and the height 
was a hundred and twonty; and 
he overlaid it within with pure 
gold. 

6 And the greater house he oeiled 


with fir tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and set thereon palm tree* 
and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty; and the 
gold was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the wall* 
thereof, and the doors thereof, with 
gold; and graved chernbim on the 
walls. 

8 And he mado the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to 
the breadth of the hoase, twenty 
enhits, and the breadth thereof 
twenty cubits; and he overlaid it 
with fine gold, amounting to six 
hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he over¬ 
laid the upper chambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubim of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

11 And the wings of the cherubim 
were twenty cubits long; one wing 
of the one cherub was five oubile, 
reaching to the wall of the house ; 
and tho other wing waB likewise five 
cubits, reaching to the wing of the 
other oherub. 

12 And one wing of the other chcruli 
was five cubits, reaohing to the wall 
of the house ; and the other wing v.ri« 
five oubits also, joining to the wimt 
of the other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cherubim 
spread themselves forth twenty cubit*; 
and they stood on their feet, and 
their faces wore inward. 

14 And he made the veil of blui\ 
and purple, and crimson, and fine 
linen, and wrought ohorubim thereon. 

15 Also he made before the bouse 
two pillars of thirty and five cubit* 
high, and the obapiter that was on 
the top of eaob of them was five 
cubits. 

16 And be made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the beads of 
the pillars; and made a hundred 
pomegranates, and put them on the 
chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars 
before the temple, one or the right 
hand, and the other on the left; and 
oallod the name of that on the right 
hand Jachin, and the name of tba< 
on the left Boa*. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

The alhir—The molten tea—The lavert, 
candlestick*, table*, court*, and instrument* 
of bra** and gold. 

M OREOVER he made an altar of 
brass, twenty oubite the length 
thereof, and twenty oubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten onbits the height 
thereof. 

2 Also he made a molten sea of ten 
oubits from brim to brim, round in 
?ompasB, and five oubits the height 
thereof; and a lino of thirty cubits 
did compasB it round about. 

3 And under it waB the similitude 
of oxen, whioh did compass it round 
about; ten in a cubit, compassing the 
«ca round about. Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twolve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the Boutb, and three 
looking toward the east; and the sea 
was act above upon them, and all 
tbeir hinder parts woro inward. 

5 And tho thickness of it was a 
hand-breadth, and the brim of it 
liko the work of tho brim of a cup, 
with flowors of lilioe; and it received 
and beld three thousand baths. 

6 He made also ten lavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on 
the left, to wash in them ; such things 
as they offered for the burnt offering 
they washed in them; but the sea 
was for the priests to wash in. 

7 And bo mado ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and sot 
them in the temple, five on tho right 
hand, and five on the loft. 

8 He made also ton tables, and 
placed them in tho teinplo, five on 
the right side, arid five on tho left. 
And he made a hundred basins of 
gold. 

8 Furthermore ho made tho oourt 
of the priests, and tbo great court, 
and doora for tho court, and overlaid 
the doors of them with brass. 

10 And be sot the soa on the right 
aide of tho east end, over against the 
south. 

11 And Hurarn made the pots, and 
the Bhavols, and the basins. And 
Hurarn finished the work that he was 
to make for kiug Solomon for the 
house of Qod ; 

13 To wit, tho two pillars, and the 


pommels, and the ohapiters whioh 
were on the top of the two pillars, 
and tho two wreaths to cover the two 
pommols of the chapiters whioh were 
on the top of the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; twd rows of 
pomegranates on each wreath, to 
cover the two pommels of the chapi¬ 
ters which were upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and lavers 
mado he upon the bases; 

15 Ono sea, and twelve oxen nnder 
it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and tho flesh-hooks, and all their 
instruments, did Hurarn his father 
mako to king Solomon for the boose 
of the Lord, of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the olay ground 
between Succoth and Zeredathah. 

16 Thus Solomon made all these 
vessels in groat abundance; for the 
weight of the brass oonld not be 
found out. 

19 And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were for the house of 
Qod, the golden altar also, and the 
tabloB whereon the Bhow-bread was 
set; 

20 Moreover the oandlestioks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, 
of pure gold; 

21 And tho flowors, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, made he of gold, and 
that perfect gold. 

22 And the snuffers, and the basins, 
and tho Bpoons, and the censers, of 

E ure gold ; and the entry of the 
ouse, the inner doors thereof for the 
most holy place, and the doors of 
the houBe of the temple, were of gold. 
CHAPTER V. 

The dedicated treasure t —The induction r\f 
the ark into the oracle—Qod giveth a sign 
of his favour. 

T HUS all the work that Solomon 
made for the house of the Lord 
was finished; and Solomon brought 
in all the things that David his fa¬ 
ther bad dedicated; and the silver, 
and the gold, and all the instruments, 
put he among the treasures of the 
noose of God. 

2 Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israol, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the chief of the fathers of 
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the children of Israel, unto Jerusa¬ 
lem, to bring up the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of the Lord out of the city of 
David, which is Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king 
in the feast which was in tho seventh 
month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came; 
and the Levites took np the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and all the holy vessels that wore in 
the tabernacle, these did the priests 
and the Levites bring np. 

€ Also king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel that were as¬ 
sembled unto him before the ark, sac¬ 
rificed sheep and oxen, which could 
not be told nor numbered for multi¬ 
tude. 

7 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord onto 
his place, to the oracle of the house, 
into the most holy place, even under 
Lhe wings of the cherubim; 

8 For the cherubim spread forth 
their wings over the place of the ark, 
and the cherubim covered the ark and 
the staves thereof above. 

a And they drew out the staves of 
the ark, that the ends of tho staves 
were seen from the ark before the ora¬ 
cle ; but they were not seen without. 
And there it is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables which Moses put 
therein at Horeb, when the Lord 
made a covenant with the children 
of Israel, when they came out of 
Egypt. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place; (for all the priests that were 
prosent were sanctified, and did not 
then wait by course ; 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of He- 
man, of Jeduthun, with their sons 
and their brethren, being arrayed in 
white linen, having cymbals and 
psalteries and harps, stood at the east 
end of the altar, and with them a 
hundred and twenty priests sound¬ 
ing with trumpets ;) 

13 It came even to pass, as the 
trumpeters and singers were as one, 
to make one sound to be heard in 
praising and thanking the Lord; and 


when they lifted up their voice with 
the trumpets and cymbals and in 
struments of music, and praised the 
Lord, saying, For he is good ; for hi a 
mercy endureth forever; that then 
the house was filled with a cloud, even 
the honBe of the Lord ; 

14 So that the prieets could not 
stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud ; for the glory of the Lord ha I 
filled the house of God. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Solomon's prayer at the dedication of Vu 
temple. 

nEN said Solomon, The Lord 
hath said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. 

2 But I have built a house of hahi 
itation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of 
Israel; and all the congregation <»f 
Israel stood. 

4 And he said. Blessed be tbe Lord 
God of Israel, who hath with hio 
hands fulfilled that which he sp.ik- 
with his mouth to my father David 
saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people out of the land of Egypt i 
chose no city among all the tribe* *>i 
Israel to build a house in, that m> 
name might bo there ; neither ebrnr 

I any man to be a ruler over my .. 

pie Israel; 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem 
that my name might be there, n■ 
have chosen David to be ovei in 
people Israel. 

7 Now it was in the heart of D:r i 
my father to build a house for Ho 
name of the Lord God of Israel 

8 But the Lord said to David n» 
father, Forasmuch as it was iu thin 
heart to build a house for my nann 
thou didst well in that it was in (bin 
heart; 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt o- 
build the honse ; but thy son whi. 
shall come forth out of thy loin*, h 
shall build the house for my name. 

10 Tho Lord therefore hath pp 
formed his word that he hath spokei 
for I aui risen up in the room of D: 
vid my father, and am set on tl 
throne of Israel, as tbe Lord prop 
ised, and have built the house tor t)' 
name of the Lord God of Israel 
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11 And In it have I put the ark, 
whorein is the covenant of the Lord, 
that he made with the children of 
Israel. 

12 And he etood before the altar of 
the Lord in the presonoe of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands; 

13 For Solomon had made a brazen 
soaffold, of five cubitB long, and five 
oubi's broad, and threo cubits high, 
and had set it in the midst of the 
court; and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees before 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth bis hauds toward heaven, 

14 And said, 0 Lord Ood of Israel, 
there is no Cod like tbee in the 
heaven, nor in the earth; which keep- 
est covenant, and sbowest mercy unto 
thy servants, that walk before thco 
with all their hearts ; 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which 
thou hast promised him ; and spakest 
with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it 
with thine band, as it is this day. 

lfi Now theroforc, 0 Lord God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that which thou host prom¬ 
ised him, saying, Thoro shall not fail 
thee a man in my sight to sit upon 
the throne of Israel; yet so that thy 
children take heod to their way to 
walk in my law, as thou hast walked 
heforo me. 

17 Now then, 0 Lord God of Israel, 
lot the word be verified, which thou 
hast spoken unto thy servant David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwoll 
with mon on tho earth? Behold, 
heavan and tho heaven of heavens 
cannot contain theo; how much loss 
this houso which I have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup¬ 
plication, 0 Lord my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and tho prayer which 
thy servant praycth before thee; 

20 That thine eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, upon 
the plaoo whereof (houh&st said that 
thou wouldest put thy name thcro; to 
hearson unto the prayer which thy 
servant prayoth toward this plaoe. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the sup¬ 
plications of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, which they shall make 
toword this place; hear thou from 
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thy dwelling-place, even from heaven j 
and when thou hoaresl, forgive. 

22 If a man sin against his 
neighbour, and an oath be laid up¬ 
on him to make him swear, and the 
oath oome beforo thine altar in this 
house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, by 
requiting the wioked, by recompens¬ 
ing his way upon his own head ; and 
by justifying the righteous, by giving 
him according to his righteousness. 

24 And if thy people Israel bo 

E ut to the worse before the enemy, 
ecauso they have sinned against 
thco; and shall return and confess 
thy name, and pray and make sap- 
plication before thee in this hoose; 
25 Then hear thou from tho hea¬ 
vens, and forgivo the sin of thy 
people Israel, and bring them again 
unto tho land which thon gavest to 
tbom and to their fathers. 

20 Whon tho heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; yet if they pray 
toward this place, and confess thy 
name, and turn from their sin, whon 
thou dost afflict them; 

27 Then hear thou from hoaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, 
and of thy people Israel, when thou 
hast taught them the good way, 
wherein they should walk; and send 
min upon thy land, which thon hast 
givon unto thy poople for an inherit¬ 
ance. 

28 If there be dearth in the land, 
if there be pestilenoe, if there be 
blasting or mildew, loouets or oater- 
pillars ; if their enemies besiege them 
in the citios of their land; whatso¬ 
ever sore, or whatsoever sickness 
there be; 

29 Thon what prayer or what sup¬ 
plication soever shall be made of any 
mau, or of all thy people Israel, when 
every ono shall know his own sore 
and his own grief, aDd shall spread 
forth his hands in this house; 

30 Then hoar thon from heaven thy 
dwclling-placo, and forgive, and ren- 
dor unto every man according unto 
all his ways, whose heart thou know- 
est; (for thou only knowest the hearts 
of tho children of men;) 

31 That they may fear theo, to walk 
In thy ways, so long as they live Is 
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the land which thon gavest nnto oar 
fathers. 

32 Moreover concerning the stran¬ 
ger, which is not of thy people Israel, 
but is oomo from a far conn try for 
thy great name's sake, and thy 
mighty hand, and thy etretched-out 
arm; if they come aud pray in this 
house; 

33 Thon hear thon from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling-place, and do 
according to all that the stranger call- 
eth to thee for ; that all people of the 
earth may know thy name, and fear 
thee, as doth tby people Israel, and 
may know that this nouBe which I 
have built ib called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war 
against their enemies hy the way 
that thou shalt send them, and they 
pray unto thee toward this city which 
thou hast chosen, and the house 
which I have built for thy name; 

35 Then bear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, 
and maintain their cause." 

36 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man which sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them over before their ene¬ 
mies, and they carry them away cap¬ 
tives unto a land far off or near; 

37 Tet if they hothink themselves 
in the land whither they are oarried 
captive, and turn and pray unto thee 
in the land of their captivity, saying, 
We have sinned, we have done amiss, 
and have dealt wickedly; 

38 If they return to thee with nil 
their heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captives, and 
pray toward their land, whioh thou 
gavest unto their fathers, and toward 
the city whioh thou hast chosen, and 
toward the house whioh I have built 
for thy name ; 

39 Then hear thon from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling-place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their oause, and forgive thy 
people whioh have sinned against 
thee. 

40 Now, my God, lot, I beseech 
thee, thine eyes be open, and let 
thine ears be attent nnto tho prayer 
that is made In this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, 0 Lord God, 
Into thy resting-plaoe, thou, and the 


ark of thy strength; let thy priests, 
0 Lord God, be clothed with salva¬ 
tion, and let thy saints rejoice in 
goodness. 

42 0 Lord God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed; rcmemhei 
the meroies of David thy servant. 

CHAPTER YIL 

The people t carthip God — Solomon's tocrifiem 
—Solomon dismiueth the people—God gw- 
flh him promisee upon condition. 

OW when Solomon had made &u 
end of praying, the fire came 
down from heaven, and coneuried 
the burnt offering and the sacrifices; 
and the glory of the Lord filled thn 
honse. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lord, because 
the glory of the Lord had filled the 
Lord’s honse. 

3 And when all the children of Is¬ 
rael saw how the fire came down, 
and the glory of the Lord opon th» 
house, they bowed themselves wi'h 
their faces to the ground upon the 
pavement, and worshipped, a ■. <1 
praised the Lord, saying, For he 
good; for his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices hefore the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacri 
fice of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and a hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep. So the king and all the peo 
pie dedicated the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their 
offices ; the Levites also with instrii 
ments of musio of the Lord, wbi-h 
David the king had made to nrai e 
the Lord, hccause his mercy endun'tl- 
for ever, when David praised by thi-ir 
ministry; and the priests sound"'! 
trumpets before them, and all Isra" 1 
stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the oourt that was bcf- ri 
the bouse of the Lord; for there be 
offered hurnt offerings, and the l:H 
of the peace offerings, heenuse ih> 
brazen altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to receive the 
burnt offerings, and the meat oP"i 
tDgs, and the fat. 

8 Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and nM 
Israel with him, a very great oongre 
gation, from the entering in of lla 
math unto the river of Egypt 
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0 And in the eighth day they made 
a eoleran assembly; for they kept 
the dedication of the altar Beven days, 
and the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent the 
people away into their tentB, glad 
and merry in heart for the goodness 
tbaL the Lord hath showed unto Da¬ 
vid, and to Solomon, and to Israel 
his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord, and the king's house; 
and all that came into Solomon's 
heart Lo make in the house of the 
Lord, and in his own house, he pros¬ 
perously effected. 

12 And the Lord appeared to Solo¬ 
mon by night, and said unto him, I 
bavo heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for a 
house of sacrifioe. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there 
he no rain, or if I oommand the lo¬ 
custs to devour the land, or if I send 
pestileuco among my people; 

1-L If my people which are called 
by ray name, shall humble them¬ 
selves, and pray, and scok my faoe, 
and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will l hoar from heaven, and 
will forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and ruiuo ears attont unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

10 For now have I ohoson and sano- 
lified this house, that my name may 
be there for over; and mine eyes and 
mine heart shall be there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if tnou wilt 
walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, and do according to all that 
I have commanded thee, and shalt 
obiorvo my statutes and my judg¬ 
ments ; 

18 Then will I Btablish the throne 
of thy kingdom, aeoording as I have 
covenanted with David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thoe a 
man to be rulor in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my oommandmentB, 
whioh I havo set beforo you, and 
shall go and servo other gods, and 
worship them, 

20 Then will I pluck them up by 
the roots ont of my land whioh I nave 
givon them; and this house, which I 


have sanctified for my name, will I 
cast out of my sight, and will make 
it to be a proverb and a byword among 
all nations. 

21 And this house, whioh is high, 
Bhall be an astonishment to every one 
that passoth by it; so that he shall 
say, Why hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land, and unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answered, Be¬ 
cause they forsook the Lord God of 
their fathers, which brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and wor¬ 
shipped them, and served them; 
therefore hath he brought evil upon 
them. 

CHAPTER Tin. 

Solomon's buildingt — The Qentdsj made 
tributaries , but the Israelites rulersSolo- 
uum's sacrifices—He appnintelh priests and 
Larites—Odd from Ophir. 

ND it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, 

2 That the cities whioh Huram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon bnilt 
them, and caused the ohildron of Is¬ 
rael to dwell there. 

3 And Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wll- 
deruess, and all the store oities, whioh 
he built in Hamath. 

5 Also he built Beth-horon the 
upper, and Beth-horon the nether, 
fenood oities, with walls, gates, and 
bars; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store 
oities that Solomon had, and all the 
ohariot oities, and the oities of the 
horsemen, and all that Solomon de¬ 
sired to build in Jerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and throughout all the land 
of his dominion. 

7 Ab for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, 
and tho JebusiteB, whioh were not of 
Israel, 

8 But of their ohildron, who were 
left after them in the land, whom the 
ohildron of Israol oonsumed not, them 
did Solomon make to pay tribute 
until this day. 

0 But of the ohildron of Israel did 
Solomon make no servants for his 
work; bnt they were men of war, and 
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ohief of bis captains, and captains of 
his chariots and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even two hundred 
and fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 And Solomon brought np the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city , 
of David unto the house that he had 
huilt for her; for he said. My wife 
shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, becaase the places are 
holy, whereunto the ark of the Lord 
hath come. 

12 Then Solomon offered burnt offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord on the altar of 
the Lord, which he had built before 
the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com¬ 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the year, 
even in the feast of unleavened bread, 
end in the feast of weeks, and in tho 
feast of tabernacles. 

14 And he appointed, according to 
the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to 
praise and minister before the priests, 
as the duty of every day required; 
the porters also by their courses at 
every gate; for so had David the 
man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning tho treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of tho Lord, 
and until it was finished. So the 
house of the Lord was perfected. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
gebor, and to Eloth, at the sea side in 
tho land of Edoin. 

18 And lluram Bent him, by tho 
hands of his servants, ships, and 
servants that had knowledge of tho 
sea; and they went with the servants 
of Solomon to Ophir, and took theneo 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon. 

CIIAPTER IX. 

The queen qf Sheba — Solomon 1 1 gold, targets, 
throne of iwj/, vessels, presents, chariots, 
tributes, reign and death. 

ND whon the queen of Shoba 
heard of the fame of Solomon, 


sho came to prove Solomon with hard 
questions at Jerusalem, with a very 
great company, and camels that hare 
spices, and gold in abundance, and 
precious stones; and when she was 
come to Solomon, she communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 

2 And Solomon told her all her 
questions; and there was nothing hid 
from Solomon which he told her nor 

3 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and tho 
house that he hod built, 

4 And the meat of his table, ai. I 
the sitting of his servants, and thr 
attendance of his ministers, am' 
their apparel; his cupbearers ab 
and their apparel; ana his ascent l>\ 
which he went up into the house ol 
the Lord; there was no more spirit in 
her. 

5 And she said to the king, It wax n 
truo report which I heard in tuinr 
own land of thine acta, and of thy 
wisdom; 

6 Ilowbeit I believed not their 
words, until I came, and mine e>- 
had seen it; and, behold, the nno 
half of the greatness of thy wisdom 
was not told me; for thou eiceedesl 
the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happ* 
are these thy servants, which stanJ 
continually before thee, and hear thj 
wisdom. 

S Blessed be the Lord thy Uu<J. 
which delighted in thee to set thee un 
his throne, to be king for the Lord 
thy God; because thy God loved 
Israel, to establish them for owi, 
therefore modo he thee king over 
them, to do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king a hun 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices great abundance, and pre 
! cious stones; neither was there anj 
such epico ri9 the queen of Shell* 
gave king Solomon. 

1 10 And the servants also of Hurem 
and the servants of Solomon, whirl 
brought gold from Opbir, brough 
nlgum trees and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the nlguu 
I trees terraces to the house oT th 

I Lord, and to the king’s palaoe, an* 
harps and psalteries for singera; &D' 
there were none such seen before I 
tho land of Jndah. 

12 And king Solomon gave to tht 
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queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever Bhc asked, besides that which 
she bad brought unto tho king. So 
she turned, and went away to her 
own land, she and her servants. 

13 Now tho weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred and threo-scoro and six 
talents of gold; 

14 Besides that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all tho 
kingj of Arabia and governors of the 
country brought gold and silver to 
Solomon. 

15 And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold; six 
hundred ehekeU of beaten gold went 
to one target. 

16 And threo hundred shields made 
be of beaten gold ? three hundred 
shekels of gold went to one shield. 
And the king put them in tho house 
of tho forest of Lebanon. 

17 Moreover the king mado a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

18 And there were six steps to tho 
throne, with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the throne, and stays 
on each side of the sitting-place, and 
two lions standing by the stays; 

19 And twelve lions stood tbero on 
the one side and on the othor upon 
the six stops. Thero was not tho 
like mado in any kingdom. 

20 And all the drinking vessels of 
king .Solomon were of God, aud all 
the vessels of the house of tho forest 
of Lebanon were of pure gold ; none 
were of silver; it was not any thing 
accounted of in the days of Solomon. 

21 For tho king’s ships wont to 
Tarshiah with tho servants of Uu- 
rain; every three years once came 
the ships of TarBhish bringing gold, 
and silver, ivory, and apes, and pea 
cocks. 

22 And king Solomon passed all 
tho kings of the earth iu riches and 
wisdom. 

23 And all tho kings of tho earth 
Bought the presenoe of Solomon, to 
hear his wisdom, that God had put 
in his hoart. 

24 And they brought every man 
his prosent, vessels of silver, and 
veBsolB of gold, and raiment, harness, 
and spices, horses, and mules, a rate 

year by year. 


25 And Solomon had four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen; whom he 
bestowed in the chariot tities, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. 

26 And he reigned over all the 
kings from the river even onto the 
land of the Philistines, and to the 
border of Egypt. 

27 And the king made silver in 
Jerusalem as stones, and cedar trees 
made he as the sycamore trees that 
are in the low plains in abundance. 

28 And they Drought unto Solomon 
horses out of Egypt, and out of all 
lands. 

29 Now the rest of the acts of Solo¬ 
mon, first and last, are they not writ¬ 
ten in the book of Nathan the pro¬ 
phet, and in the prophecy of Ahijah 
the Shilonito, and in the visions of 
Iddo the seer against Jeroboam the 
son of Ncbat? 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusa¬ 
lem over all Israel forty years. 

31 And Solomon slept with his 
fathers, and he was buried in the 
city of David his father; and Reho- 
boam his eon reigned in hie stead. 

CHAPTKR X. 

Revolt qf the ten tribes. 

A ND Rehobonm went to Shechem; 

for to Shechem were all Israel 
corno to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, who was in 
Egypt whither he had fled from the 
presence of Solomon the king, heard 
it, that Jeroboam returned out of 
Egypt. 

3 And they sent and called him. 
So Jeroboam and all Israel came and 
spake to Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father mado our yoke grie¬ 
vous ; now therefore ease thou some¬ 
what tho grievous servitude of thy 
father, and his heavy yoke that ho 
pul upon us, and we will serve thee. 

5 And ho Baid unto them, Come 
again unto me after three days. And 
the people departed. 

6 And kingRehohoam took counsel 
with the old men that had stood be¬ 
fore Solomon hiB father while ho yet 
lived, saying, What oounsel give ye 
me to return answer to this people? 

7 And they spake onto him, saying, 
If thou be kind to this people, and 
please them, and speak good words 
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to them, they will be thy servants for I doram that was over the tribute; and 
ever. the children of Israel stoned him 


8 Bui he forsook the counsel which 
the old men gave him, and took 
counsel with the young men that 
were brought up with him, that stood 
before him. 

9 And he said unto them, What 
advice give ye that we may return 
answer to this people, which have 
spoken to me, saying, Ease some- 
what the yoke that thy father did 
put upon ns ? 

10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto bitn, 
saying, Thus shalt thou answer the 
people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, 
but make thou it somewhat lighter 
for us; thus shalt thou say unto 
them, My little huger shall be thicker 
than my father's loins. 

11 For whereas my father put a 
heavy yoke upon you, I will put more 
to your yoke; my father chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise 
you wittf scorpions. 

12 So Jeroboam and all the people 
oame to Rehoboam on the third day, 
as the king bade, saying, Come again 
to me on the third day. 

13 And the king answered them 
roughly; and king Rehoboam for¬ 
sook the oounsel of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the 
advice of the young men, saying, 
My father made your yoke heavy, 
but I will add thereto; my father 
ohastised you with whips, but I will 
ohastiso you with scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto 
the people; for the oause was of 
God, that the Lord might perform 
his word, which ho spako by the 
hand of Ahijah tho Shilouite to Jero¬ 
boam the son of Ncbat. 

16 And when all Israel saw that 
the king would not hoarkon nnto 
them, thepeoplo answered the king, 
saying, What portion have we in 
David? and we have none inherit¬ 
ance in the son of Jesse; every man 
to your tents, 0 Israel; and now, 
David, soe to thine own house. So 
all Israel went to their tents. 

17 But as for the ohildren of Israol 
that dwelt in the oities of JudAh, 
Rehoboam roignod over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent *Ha- 


with stones, that he died. But king 
Rehoboam made speed to get him up 
to his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 Aud Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Rehoboam reproved by Shemaiah—Ih 

itrengtheneth hit kingdom—The priuU 

aud Lnnies strengthen the kingdom of 

Judah. 

ND when Rehoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, he gathered of tbe 
house of Judah and Benjamin a hun 
dred and four-score thousand chosen 
men, which were warriors, to fighi 
agaiust Israel, that he might bring 
the kingdom again to Rehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lord came 
to Shemaiah tho man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Rehoboam the euo 
of Solomon, king of Judah, and tv 
all Israel in Judah and Benjamin, 
Saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord, Te shall 
not go up, nor fight against your 
brethren; return every man to Iv* 
house; for this thing is done of me 
And they obeyed the words of the 
Lord, and returned from going again si 
Jeroboam. 

5 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem, and built oities for defenoo in 
Judah. 

6 IIo built even Bcth-lehem, ami 
Etam, and Tekoa, 

7 And Beth-Eur, and Shooo, aud 
Adullam, 

8 And Gath, and Mareshah, and 
Ziph, 

9 And Adoraim, and Laohiah, and 
Azekah, 

10 And Zorah, and Ajalon, and ■ 
Ilcbron, which are in Judah and in a 
Benjamin, fenced eitics. 

11 And he fortified the strong bol l*, t 
aud put oaptains in them, and bIjtv 
of victuals, aud of oil and wine. 

12 And in evory several oity ho put 
shields and spears, and made them 
exceeding strong, having Judah and 
Benjamin on his side. 

13 And the priests and the Levitei 
that were in all Israol resorted to him 
out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their suburb* 
aud their possession, and oame to 
Judah and Jerusalem; for Jcrobeafl; 
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and his sons had oast them off from 
executing the priest’s office unto the 
Lord; 

16 And he ordained him priests for 
the high places, and for the devils, 
and for the calves which he had 
made. 

16 And after them, out of all the 
tribes of Israel, such as sot their 
hearts to seek the Lord Qod of Israel 
*ame to Jerusalem, to saorifioe unto 
.be Lord Qod of their fathers, 
i 17 So they strengthened the king¬ 
dom of Judah, and made Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon strong, three 
years; for throe years they walked 
in tho way of David and Solomon. 

18 And Rehobcam took him Miv- 
lialath tho daughter of Jerimoth the 
ion of David to wife, and Abihail 
’.ho daughter of Eliab the son of 
lease ; 

10 Whioh bare him children; Jeusli, 
Lud Shamariah, and Zaham. 

20 And after her ho took Maachah 
;ho daughter of Ahsalom ; which hare 
jim Abijoh, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 

21 And Rehoboam loved Maaohah 
he daughter of Absalom abovo all* 
jis wives and his concuhines; (for 
je took eighteen wiveB, and three- 
loore concuhines; and begat twenty 
ind eight sons, and thrce-Bcoro 
laughters.) 

22 And Rehoboam mudo Abijah 
ho son of Maaohah tho chief, to be 
ulcr among his brethren; for he 
hought to rnako him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dis¬ 
used of all his children throughout 
ill tho countries of Judah and Benja- 
uin, nnto ovory fenced city; and he 
javo them victuals in abundanoe. 
Ani ho desired many wives 

CI1APTKU XII 

Rfhnboam forsakeih the Lord—The r c\gn 
arui death of Hehoioam. 

ND it ourno to pass, when Reho¬ 
boam had established tho king¬ 
dom, and had strengthened himself, 
ho forsook the law of the Lord, and 
all Israel with him. 

2 And it came to pass, that in the 
fifth yoar of king Renoboam, Shiahak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru¬ 
salem, booauao they had transgressed 
against the Lord, 

8 With twelve hundred ohariots, 


and three-score thousand horsemen; 
and the people were without number 
that oame with him out of Egypt; 
the Lubim, tho Snkkiim, and the 
Ethiopians. 

4 And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to Judah, and oame 
to Jerusalem. 

6 Then came Shemaiah the prophet 
to Rehohoam, and to the princes of 
Judah, that were gathered together 
to Jerusalem because of Shishak, and 
said unto them, Thus saith the Lord, 
Ye have forsaken me, and therefore 
have I also left you in the hand of 
Shishak. 

6 Whereupon the prinoes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; 
and they said, The Lord is righteous. 

7 And when the Lord saw thatthoy 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
Lord came to Shemaiah, saying, They 
have humhled themselves; therefore 
I will not dostroy them, hnt I will 
grant them some deliveranoe; and 
my wrath shall not he poured oat 
upon Jerusalem hy the hand of 
Shishak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall he his 
sorvants; that they may know my 
sorvice, and the service of the king¬ 
doms of the countries. 

9 So Shishak king of Egypt oame 
up against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord, and the treasures of the king’s 
house; he look all; he carried away 
al9o the shields of gold whioh Solo¬ 
mon had made. 

10 Instead of whioh king Rehoboam 
made shields of brass, and oommitted 
them to the hands of the ohief of the 
guard, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. 

11 And when the king entered into 
tho house of the Lord, the guard 
came and fetohed them, and brought 
thorn again into the guard-ohamher. 

12 And when he humhled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned from 
him, that ho would not destroy him 
altogether ; and also in Jndah things 
went well. 

13 So king Rehoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned ; 
for Rehoboam was one and forty 
yearB old when he hegan to reign, 
and he reigned seventeen years in 
Jerusalem, the oity whioh the Lord 
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had chosen out of all tho tribes of 
Israel, to put his name there. And 
his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammoniteas. 

14 And he did evil, because he pre¬ 
pared not his heart to seek the Lord. 

15 Now the acts of Rchoboam, first 
and last, aro thej not written in the 
book of Shemaiah the prophet, and 
of Iddo the seer concerning genealo¬ 
gies ? And there were wars between 
Rchoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

16 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the city of 
David; and Abijah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Abijah avercomslh Jeroboam.. 

N OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam began Abijah to 
reign over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years iD Jeru¬ 
salem. Ilia mother’s name also was 
Michaiah the daughter of Uriel of 
Gibeah. And there was war between 
Abijah and Joroboarn. 

3 And Abijah set tho battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundred thousand chosen 
men ; Jeroboam also set the battle in 
array against him with eight hundred 
thousand mon, being mighty men of 
valour. 

4 And Abijah stood up upon 
mount Zcmar&itn, which ts in mount 
Ephraim, and said, Hear me, thou 
Jeroboam, and all Israel: 

5 Ought ye not to know that the 
Lord God of Israol gave the kingdom 
over Israel to David for evor, even to 
him and to his sons by a covenant of 
salt? 

0 Yet Jeroboam the eon of Nebat, 
the servant of Solomon the son of 
David, is risen up, and hath robellcd 
against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered onto him 
vain men, the childron of Belial, and 
have strengthened themselves against 
Rehoboam the eon of Solomon, when 
Rehoboam was young and tender¬ 
hearted, and could not withstand 
them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand 
the kingdom of the Lord in the hand 
of the sons of David; and yo be a 
great multitude, and there are with 
yon golden oalves, whioh Jeroboam 
made you for gods 


9 Have ye not cast out the prusli 
of the Lord, the eons of Aaron, ami 
the Levites, and have made yoi 
priests after the manner of the nationi 
of other lands? so that whosoem 
cometh to consecrate himself with » 
young bullock and seven rams, th> 
same may be a priest of them i hn 
are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lord is u 
God, and wo have not forsaken him 
and the priests, which minister ur.i 
the Lord, are the sons of Aaroo, an 
the Levites wait upon their basim--- 

11 And they burn unto the 1.. 
every morning and every even 
burnt sacrifices and sweet inr. ti¬ 
the show-bread also set they in u-l 
upon the pure table; and the con.li 
slick of gold with the lamps the»> 
to burn every evening ; for we kee 
the charge of the Lord our Gn<1 ; h 
ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God hiinprii 
with ns for our captain, and h 
priests with sounding trumpets 
cry alarm against you. 0 chilli 
of Israel, fight not aguim-i > 
Lord God of your fathers; for 
shall not prosper. 

13 But Jeroboam caased an m 
bushment locomc about behind iL 
so they were before Judah, an I 1 
ainbushinent was behind them 

14 And when Judah looked l>*< 
behold, the battle was before an.l i 
hind; and they cried unto the l.<> 
and the priests sounded with ’ 
trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gn> 
shout; and aa the men of .Iml 
shouted, it came to pass, that >< 
smote Jeroboam and all Israel I 
Abijah and Judah. 

16 And tho children of Isia. l » 
before Judah; and God do!'*' 
them into their hand. 

17 And Abijah and hia peoplo e 
them with a great slaughter; so H 
fell down slain of Israel five huml 
thousand ohosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel v 
brought under at that time, ami 
children of Judah prevailed, hooi 
they relied upon tho Lord Go<! 
their fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after .1 
boam, and took oitics from 
Beth-ol with the town9 th< rent', 
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Jeshanah with the towns thereof, 
and Ephraim with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recovor 
strength again in the days of Ahi- 
jah ; and the Lord struck him, and 
ho died. 

21 But Ahijah waxed mighty, 
and married fourteen wives, and be¬ 
gat twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abi- 
juh, and his ways, and his sayings, 
are written in the Btory of the proph¬ 
et Lido. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Asa dcstroyeth idolatry, overtfiroweth Zsrah, 
and gpoilet\ Uie Ethiopian/. 

S O Abijah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city 
of David; and Asa his son reigned 
in his stead. Id his days the land 
was quiot ton years. 

2 And Asa did that which wus good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God ; 

3 For he took away the altars of 
tho etrango gods, and the high places, 
and brake down tho images, and 
cal down the groves; 

A And oommanded Judah to seek 
(lie Lord God of their fathers, and 
to do the law and the command¬ 
ment. 

5 Also ho took away out of all the 
citios of Judah tho high places and 
the images; and tho kingdom was 
quiet boforo him. 

0 And ho built fenced oities iD Ju¬ 
dah ; for tho land had rest, and be 
bad no war in thosoyoars; beoauso 
tho Lord had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, 
Lot us build theso cities, and make 
about thorn walls and towers, gates 
and bars, whilo tho land is yot before 
us ; because wo have sought tho Lord 
our God, wo have sought him, and he 
hath givou us rest on overy side. So 
they built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men 
thul bare targets and epoars, out of 
Judah three hundrod thousand ; and 
out of Benjamin, that bare shields 
and drew bows, two hundrod and 
four-score thousand; all those wore 
mighty men of valour. 

9 And there enmo out against thorn 
Zerah the Ethiopian with a host of a 
thousand thousand, and threo hun¬ 


dred chariots; ana oame unto Mare- 
shah. 

10 Then Asa wont out against him, 
and they set the battlo in array in 
tho valley of Zephathah at Mare- 
ehah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the Lord hia 
God, and said, Lord, it is nothing 
with thee to help, whether with 
many, or with them that have no 
power; help us, 0 Lord our God; 
for wc rest on thoe, and in thy name 
wo go against this multitude. 0 
Lord, thou art our Qod; let not man 
prevail against thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the Ethio¬ 
pians before Asa, and before Judah ; 
and the Ethiopians fled. 

13 And Asa and the people that 
were with him pursued them unto 
Gerar; and the Ethiopians were 
overthrown, that they could not re¬ 
covor themselves; for they were de¬ 
stroyed before the Lord, and before 
his host; and they carried away very 
much spoil. 

14 And they Bmote all the oities 
round about Gerar; for the fear of 
the Lord came upon them; and they 
spoiled all tho oities; for there was 
exceeding muoh spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of 
cattle, and carried away sheep and 
camels in abundance, and returned to 
Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER XV. 

Asa, with Judah , makelh a covenant with 
God , and er\joycih a long peace. 

A ND tho Spirit of God came upon 
Azuriah the son of Odod; 

2 And ho wont out to meet Asa, 
and said unto him, Hear ye mo, ABa, 
and all Judah and Benjamin ; The 
Lord is with you, while yo bo with 
him; and if ye seek him, he will he 
found of you; but if yc forsake him, 
ho will forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season Israel hath 
bcon without tho true God, and with- 
out a tcaohiog priest,and without law. 

4 But whon they in thoir troublo 
did turn unto the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, and sought him, ho was found 
of them. 

5 And in those times thore was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to 
nim that came in, but great vexa¬ 


tions were upon all the inhabitants 
of tho oountnos. 
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<1 Ana mcion vu dostroyed of na¬ 
tion, and city of oity; for God did 
vex them with all adversity. 

7 Be yo strong therefore, and lot 
not your hands he weak; for your 
work shall be rewarded. 

S And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the proph¬ 
et, he took courage, and put away 
the abominable idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and 
ont of the cities which he had taken 
from mount Ephraim, and renewed 
the altar of the Lord, that was before 
the porch of the Lord. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin, and the strangers with 
them out of Ephraim and Manasseh, 
and out of Simeon; for they fell to 
him ont of Israel in abundance, when 
they saw that the Lord his God was 
with him. 

10 So they gathored themselves to¬ 
gether at Jerusalem in the third 
month, in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lord 
the same time, of the spoil which 
they had brought, seven hundred 
oxen and seven thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a cov¬ 
enant to seek the Lord God of their 
fathers with all their heart and with 
all their soul; 

13 That whosoever wonld not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be put 
to death, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lord 
with a load voioe, and with shout¬ 
ing, and with trumpets, and with 
cornets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath; for they had sworn with all 
their heart, and sought him with 
their whole desire; and he was 
found of them; and the Lord gave 
them rest round about. 

16 And also concerning Maachah 
the mother of Asa the king, he re¬ 
moved her from being queen, beoause 
she had made an idol in a grove; aud 
Asa cut down her idol, and stamped 
it, and burnt it at the brook Kidrou. 

17 But the high places were not 
taken away out of Israel; neverthe¬ 
less the heart of Asa was perfeot all 
his days. 

18 And he brought into the house 


of God the things that his father 
had dedicated, and that he himself 
had dedicated, silver, and gold, and 
vcasels. 

19 And there was no more war unto 
the five and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa. 

CHAPTER XV"L 

Asa puiteth Hanam in prison — fn ta <fu 
east he teeketh not to God, but to the /Ay 
sicians. 

I N the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa, Baasha king of Is¬ 
rael came up against Judah, and 
built Hamah, to the intent that he 
might let none go out or come in to 
Asa king of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the Lord and of the king’s house, 
and sent to Bcn-hadad king of Syria, 
that dwelt in Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
.thee, as there was between my father 
and thy father; behold, I have seal 
thee silver and gold; go, break thy 
league with Baasha king of Israel, 
that he may depart from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of 
his armies against the oities of Is¬ 
rael; and they smote Ijon, and Dun, 
and Abel-maim, and all the store 
cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pasB, when Baa^ht 
heard it, that he left off building ol 
Ramfth, and let his work oease. 

6 Then A6a the king took all Judah 
and they carried away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, where 
with Baasha was bnilding; and h< 
built therewith Geba and Miipah. 

7 And at that time Hanani the sect 
came to Asa king of Judah, and fair 1 
uuto him, Because thon hast rcl'^r 
on the king of Syria, and not relief' 
on the Lord thy God, therefore ii ibt 
host of the king of Syria esoaped ou 
of thine hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and ill 
Lubirn a hnge host, with very man; 
chariots and horsemen? yet, bccous 
thou didst rely on the Lord, he de 
livered them into thine hand. 

9 For tho eyes of the Lord rnn t 
and fro thronghont the whole eartl 
to show himself strong in the behal 
of them whose heart is perfeot towar 
him. Herein tbou bast done foolish!) 
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therefore from henceforth thou Bhalt 
have ware. 

10 Then Aia wa§ wroth with the 
ieer t and put him in a prison house; 
for ho was in a rage with him be¬ 
cause of this thing. And Asa op¬ 
pressed some of the people the same 
♦imo. 

11 And, behold, the aots of Asa first 
and last, lo, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Jndah and Is¬ 
rael. 

12 And Asa in tho thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet, until hiB disease was exceeding 
great; yet in his disease ho sought 
not to tho Lord, but to the physi¬ 
cians. 

13 And Asa slopt with bis fathers, 
and died in tho ono and fortieth year 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
c^pulohres, which he had made for 
himself in the oity of David, and laid 
him in tho hed which was filled with 
sweet odours and divers kinds of 
spices prepared by the apothecaries’ 
art; and thoy made a very great 
burning for him. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Jehoshaphat prospereth—He smdtih Levitt* 
with the prince* to teach Judah—Hit ene¬ 
mies temjled by God—His greatness. 

ND Jehoshaphat his son reigned 
in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and set garri¬ 
sons in the land of Judah, and in the 
cities of Ephraim, which Abb his 
father had taken. 

3 And the Lord was with Jehosha- 
phat, because he walked in the first 
ways of his father David, and sought 
not unto Baalim ; 

4 But sought to the Lord God of 
his fathor, and walked in his oom- 
uiandmonts, and not after tho doings 
of Israel. 

6 Therefore the Lord stabliehod tho 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
hrought to JehoBanhat presents; and 
ho had riches ana honour in abun¬ 
dance. 

0 And his heart was lifted np in the 
ways of the Lord; moreover ne took 
away tho high places and groves out 
of Judah. 

7 Also in the third year of hiB reign he 


sent to his princes, oven to Ben-hall, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zeohariah, and 
to Nethuncel, and to Miohaiah, to 
tcaoh in the cities of Judah. 

8 And with them ho sent Levltes, 
even Shcinaiab, and Nethaniah, and 
Zcbadiah, and Asahcl, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jchonathan, and Adoni- 
jah, and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, 
Levites; and with them Elishama 
and Jehoram, priests. 

9 And they taught in Judah, and 
bad tho book of the law of tho Lord 
with thorn, and wont about through¬ 
out all tho cities of Judah, and taaght 
the people. 

10 And the fear of the Lord foil 
upon all the kingdoms of tho lands 
that wore round ahoat Jndah, so that 
they made no war against Jehosha- 
phat. 

11 Also some of the Philistines 
brought Jehoshaphat presents, and 
tribute silver; and tile Arahians 
brought him flocks, seven thoneand 
and seven hundred rams, and seven 
thousand and seven hundred he goats. 

12 And Jehoshaphat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he huilt in Judah 
cables, and cities of store. 

13 And he had mnoh business In 
the cities of Judah; and the men of 
war, mighty men of valour, were in 
Jerusalem. 

14 And those are the numbers of 
them according to the house of their 
fathers; Of Judah, the captains of 
thousands; Adnah the ohief, aDd with 
him mighty men of valour three hun¬ 
dred thousand. 

15 And noxt to him was Jehohanan 
the captain, and with him two hun¬ 
dred and four-sooro thousand. 

10 And next him was Amasiah the 
son of Zichri, who willingly offered 
himself unto the Lord; and with him 
two hundred thousand mighty men 
of valour. 

17 And of Benjamin; Eliada a 
mighty man of valour, and with him 
armed men with how and shield two 
hundred thousand. 

18 And next him was Jehozabad, 
and with him a hundred and four- 
sooro thousand ready prepared for 
the war. 

19 These waited on the king, be¬ 
sides those whom the king pnt in the 
fouood cities throughout all Judah. 
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CHAPTER XVIII. 

Jehoshaphat jointih with Ahab against Ra- 
mnth-giUnd—A hab slain then. 

OW Jehoshaphat had riches and 
honour in abundance, and joined 
affinity with Ahah. 

2 And alter certain years he went 
down to Ahab to Samaria. And 
Ahah killed ekcop and oxen for him 
in abundance, and for the people 
that he had with him, and persuaded 
him to go up with him to Ramoth- 
gilead. 

3 And Ahah king of Israel said 
unto JehoBhaphat king of Judah, 
Wilt thou go with me to Rarnoth- 
gilead 7 And he answered him, I 
am as thou art, and my people as 
thy people; and we will be witn thee 
in the war. 

4 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to-day. 

5 Therefore the king of Israel ga¬ 
thered together of prophets four hun¬ 
dred meD, and said unto them. Shall 
we go to Ramoth-gilead to battle, or 
shall I forbear? And they said, Go 
up; for God will deliver it into the 
king’s band. 

0 But Jehoshaphat Baid, Is there 
not here a propnet of the Lord, be¬ 
sides, that we might inquire of 
him ? 

7 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
hy whom we may inquire of tho 
Lord; but I hato him; for ho never 
prophesied good unto me, but always 
evil; the same is Micaiah the son of 
Imla. And Jehoshaphat said, Let 
not the king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel called for 
one of his officers, and said, Fetch 
quickly Micaiah tho son of Imla. 

9 And the king of Israel and Jo- 
hoihaphat king of Judah sat either 
of them on his throne, clothed in 
their robes, and they sat in a void 
place at the entering in of the gale 
of Samaria; and all the prophets 
prophesied before them. 

10 And Zcdekiah the son of Cbc- 
naanah had made him horns of iron, 
and said, Thus saith the Lord, With 
these thou shalt push Syria until 
they he oonsumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied 
*o, saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 


and prosper; for the Lord shall 
deliver it into the hand of the 
king. 

12 And the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spake to him, saying, 
Behold, the words of the prophets 
declare good to the king with one 
assent; let thy word therefore, I pray 
thee, be like one of theirs, and speak 
thou good. 

13 And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, even what my God saith, that 
will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, Mi¬ 
caiah, shall we go to Ramoth-gilead 
to battle, or shall I forbear? And he 
Baid, Go ye up, and prosper, and 
they shall be delivered into your 
hand. 

15 And the king said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing hut the truth to me 
in the name of the Lord ? 

16 Then ho said, I did seo all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, as 
sheep that have no shepherd; and 
the Lord said, These have no master; 
let them return therefore every man 
to his house in peace. 

17 And the king of Israel said lo 
Jehoehaphal, Did I not tell thee that 
he would not prophesy good unto 
me, bnt evil? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hen'- 
the word of the Lord; I saw tho 
Lord sitting upon his throne, and 
all the host of heaven standing on 
his right hand and on his left. 

19 And the Lord said. Who shall 
entice Ahab king of Israel, that ho 
may go up and fall at RamoLh-gil 
ead? Ana ono spake Baying alter 
this manner, and another saying 
after that manner. 

20 Then there came out a lying 
spirit, and stood before them, and 
said, I will entice him. And Lhe 
Lord said unto him, Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, an 1 
he a lying spirit in the mouth of a.l 
his prophets. And the Lord said, 
Thou shalt cntico him, and thou shall 
also prevail; go out, and do even so; 
for all these have sinned against 
me. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath found a lying spirit iu the 
mouth of these tby prophets, and 



CHAPTER XIX. 491 


the Lord hath spoken evil against 
thee. 

23 Then Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah oamo near, and Bmote Mi- 
oaiah upon the cheek, and said, 
Which way went Lho Spirit of the 
Lord from me to speak unto thee7 

21 And Micnitib said, Behold, thou 
shall see on that day whon thou 
shalt go into nn inner chamber to 
hide thyself. 

25 Then lho king of Israel said, 
Tnkc ye Micaiah, and carry him back 
to Amon Ihe governor of the city, 
and lo Jorvflh Lhe king’s son ; 

20 And say, Thus saitb the king, 
Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of aflliotion and 
with water of affliction, until I return 
in pcaac. 

27 And Micaiah said, If Lhou cer¬ 
tainly return in peace, then hath not 
the Lord spoken by inc. And he 
said, Hearken, all yo pcoplo. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jo- 
hoshaphal the king of Judah went 
up to Itamoth-gilcad. 

20 And the king of Israel said unto 
Johoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and will go to the battle; but put 
thou on thy robes. So lho king of 
Israel disguised himself; and they 
went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com¬ 
manded tbe captainH of the chnriots 
that wero with him, saying, Fight 
ye not with small or great, save only 
with (ho king of Israel. 

31 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jchosh- 
apnat, that thoy said, It is the king 
ol Israel. Therefore they compassed 
about him to fight; hul Jchoehaphat 
oriod out, and the Lord helped him; 
and God moved thorn to depart from 
hi in. 

32 For it oame to pass, that, when 
the captains of tho chariots percoived 
that it was not the king of Israel, they 
turnod hack again from pursuing him. 

33 And a corluin man drew a bow 
nt a venture, and smote the king of 
Israel between tbe joints of tho har¬ 
ness; therefore bo said to his chariot 
man, Turn thine hand, that thou 
mayest carry me out of the host; for 
I am woundod. 

34 And tho hattlo inercasod that 
day; hewbeit the kiDg of Israel 


stayed himself up In his oharlot 
against the Syrians anti! the even; 
and about the time of the snn going 
down he died. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Jdmhaphat reproved by Jehu — Hi* instruc¬ 
tions to the judges, priests, and Lrrite*. 
ND Jchoshaphnt the king of Ju¬ 
dah returned to his house in 
peace to Jerusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the 
seer went out to meet him, and said 
to king Jchoehaphat, Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love them that 
hate the Lord? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord. 

3 Nevertheless, there are good 
things found in thee, in that thou 
hast taken away the groves out of 
tho land, and hast prepared thine 
heArt to seek God. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jeru¬ 
salem ; and he went out again 
through the people from Beer-sheba 
to mount Ephraim, and bronght 
them back unto the Lord God of 
their fathers. 

5 And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of 
Judah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges, Take 
heed what ye do; for ye judge not 
for man, but for the Lord, who is 
with you in the judgment. 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lord be upon you; take hoed and do 
it; for there is no iniquity with the 
Lord our God, nor respect of perBonB, 
nor taking of gifts. 

8 Moreover in Jerusalem did Jo- 
hoshaphat set of the Levites, and 
of the priests, and of tho ohief of tho 
falhors of Israel, for the judgment of 
tho Lord, and for controversies, whon 
they returned to Jerusalem. 

0 And ho oharged them, saying, 
Thus shall ye do in the fear of tho 
Lord, faithfully, and with a perfoct 
heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall 
come to you of yonr brethren lhal 
dwell in their oities, between blood 
and blood, botwocn law and oom- 
mandment, statutes and judgments, 
vo shall oven warn them that thoy 
trespass not against the Lord, and 
so wrath oome upon you, and upon 
your brethren; this do, and ye shall 
not trespass. 
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11 And, behold, Amariah the ohiof 

S riest is over you in all matters of 
le Lord; and Zebadiah the Bon of 
Ishmaol, the ruler of the house of Ju¬ 
dah, for all the king's matters; also 
the Lcvites Bhall ho officers hefore 
you. Deal courageously, and the 
Lord Bhall be with the good. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Jehoshapfiai prodaimeth a fast—His prayer 
—Hit prophecy qf Jaharid— Jehoshaphat’i 
^rciffn. 

T came to pass after this also, that 
the children of Moab, and the 
children of Ammon, and with them 
other besides the Ammonites, came 
against Jehoshaphat to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told 
Jehoshaphat, saying, There cometh 
a great multitude against thee from 
beyond the sea on this side Syria; 
and, behold, they are in Ilazazon-ta- 
mar, which was called En-gedi. 

3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set 
himself to seek the Lord, and pro¬ 
claimed a fast throughout all Judah. 
4 And Judah gathered themselves 
together, to ask help of the Lord; 
even out of all the cities of Judah 
they came to seek tho Lord. 

6 And Jehoshaphat stood iu the 
congregation of Judah and Jerusa¬ 
lem, in the house of the Lord, before 
the new court, 

8 And said, 0 Lord God of our 
fathers, thou God who art in heaven; 
and rulest over all the kingdoms of 
the heathen; and in thy hand thoo 
hast power and might, so that none 
is able to withstand theo; 

7 Thou our God didst drive out the 
Inhabitants of this land before thy 
people Israel, and gavest it to the 
seea of Abraham thy friend for ever. 

8 And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

9 If, when evil oometh upon ns, ixb 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, or 
famine, we stand bofore this house, 
and in thy presenoe, (for tby name is 
in this house,) and ory unto thco in 
our affliction, then thou wilt hear and 
help. 

10 And now, behold, the ohildr^n 
of Ammon, and Moab, and mount 
Beir, whom thou wouldest not let Is¬ 
rael invade, when they came out of 
the laud of Egypt, but they turned 


from them and destroyed them not; 

11 Behold, they reward us not, but 
have come to cast us out of thy pos¬ 
session, which thou hast given us to 
inherit. 

12 0 our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for we have no might against 
this great company that comcth 
against us; neither know we what 
to do; but our eyos are upon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before the 
Lord, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14 Then upon Jahazicl the son of 
Zechariah, the eon of Benaiah, the 
son of Jeicl, the son of Mattaniah, a 
Levite of the son9 of Asaph, came 
the Spirit of the Lord in the midst of 
the congregation; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all 
Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, and thon king Jehoshaphat, 
Thus saith the Lord unto you, Bo 
not afraid nor dismayed by reason of 
this great multitude, for the battle is 
not yours, but God’s. 

16 To-morrow go ye down against 
them; behold, they come up by the 
cliff of Ziz; and yo shall find them 
at the end of the brook, before tho 
wilderness of Jeruel. 

17 Ye shall not go to fight in this 
day; set yourselves, Gtand ye still, 
and see the salvation of the Lord 
with you, 0 Judah and Jerusalem; 
fear not, nor be dismayed; to-morrow 
go out against them; for the Lord 
will be with you. 

18 And Jehoshaphat bowed hip 
head with his face to the ground; 
and all Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem fell before the Lcrd, 
worshipping the Lord. 

19 And the Lovites, of the children 
of tbo Kohathites, and of the chil¬ 
dren of the Korhites, stood up to 
praise the Lord God of Israel with a 
loud voico on high. 

20 And they rose early in the morn¬ 
ing, and went forth into the wilder¬ 
ness of Tckoa: and as they went 
forth, Jehoshaphat stood and said, 
Hear me, 0 Judah, and ye inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; Beliove in the 
Lord your God, so shall ye be estab¬ 
lished; bolieve his prophets, so shall 
ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted with 
the people, he appointed singers unto 
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the Lord, and that should praise 
the beauty of holiness, as they wont 
out before the army, and to say. 
Praise tbo Lord; for his mercy en- 
dureth for ever. 

22 And when they bogan to sing 
and to praise, tho Lord set arnbuBb- 
luents against tho children of Am- 
moD, Moab, and mount Soir, which 
were come against Judah; and they 
were smitten. 

28 For tho children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabit¬ 
ants of mount Scir, utterly to slay 
and dostroy them; and when they 
had mado an end of the inhabitants 
of Seir, every one helped to destroy 
another. 

24 And when Judah came toward 
tho watch-tower in tho wilderness, 
they looked unto tho multitude, and, 
behold, they wero dead hodios fallen 
to the earth, and none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoehaphat and his 
people came to take away tho spoil 
of them, thoy found among them in 
abundance both riohes with the dead 
bodies, and precious jewels, which 
they stripped off for themsolves, 
more than thoy ooutd carry away; 
and thoy were three days in gather¬ 
ing of the spoil, it was so much. 

26 And on the fourth day they 
assembled thomsolvos in the valley 
of Beraohah; for there they blessed 
tho Lord; therefore tho name of the 
same place was oalled, The valloy of 
Bcracoah, unto this day. 

27 Then thoy roturned, every man 
of Judah and Jerusalem, and Jehosh- 
aphat in the fore-front of them, to go 
again to Jerusalem with joy; for tho 
Lord had mado them to rejoico over 
their onemies. 

28 And they oarao to Jerusalem 
with psalteries and harps and trum¬ 
pets unto the house of the Lord. 

29 And the fear of Clod was on all 
tho kingdoms of thoso countries, whon 
they had heard that the Lord had 
fought against the enemies of Israel. 

SO Bo the realm of Jehoshaphat was 
quiot; for his God gave him rest round 
about. 

31 And Jehoehaphat reigned over 
Judah; he was thirty and five years 
old when he bogan to reign, and he 
reigned twenty and flvo years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s namo 


was Aznhah, tho daughter of ShilM. 

32 And ho walked in the way of 
Asa bis fathor, and departed not from 
it, doing that which was right in the 
sight of tbo Lord. 

33 Howbcit tho high places were 
not taken away; for as yet tho peo- 
plo had not propared their hearts 
unto tho God of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, first and last, behold, they 
are written in the hook of John tho 
son of llanani, who is montioned in 
the book of the kings of Israol. 

35 And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Aha- 
ziah king of Israel, who did very 
wickedly; 

30 And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go to Tarshish; and 
they made the ships in Ezion-geber. 

37 Then Eliezcr, tho son of Doda- 
vah of Marcshah prophesied against 
Jehoshaphat, saying, Bccauso thon 
hast joined thyself with Ahaziah, 
tho Lord hath broken thy works. 
And the ships were broken, that they 
wero not able to go to TarBhish. 

CHAPTER XXL 

Jehoram 1 a wicked reign — The. prophecy qf 
Elijah — Jehoram'8 infamous deaih. 

OW Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in tho oity of David. And 
Jehoram his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And ho had brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiol, 
and Zeohariah, and Azariah, and 
Michael, and Shephatiah; ell these 
wore the sons of Jonoshaphat king of 
Israol. 

3 And their father gave them groat 
gifts of silvor, and of gold, and of 

S recions things, with fenced oities in 
udah; but tho kingdom gave he to 
Johoram; becauso he was tho first¬ 
born. 

4 Now when Johoram was risen up 
to the kingdom of bis father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all 
his brethren with tho sword, and di- 
vors also of tho prinoos of Israel. 

6 Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he bogan to reign, and ho 
reignod eight yoars in JornBalom. 

6 And ho walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the honse 
of Ahab; for he had tho daughter of 
Ahab to wife; and he wrought that 
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which was evil in the eyes of the 
Lord. 

7 Howbeit the Lord would not 
destroy the house of David, because 
of the covenant that ho had made 
with David, and as he promised to 
give a light to him and to his sons 
for ever. 

8 In his dnys the Edomites revolted 
from under iho dominion of Judah, 
and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jchoram went forth with 
his princes, and all his chariots with 
him; and he rose up by night, and 
smote thoEdomitcB which compassed 
him in, and the captains of the char¬ 
iots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Lib- 
nah revolt from under his hand ; be¬ 
cause he had forsaken the Lord Qod 
of his fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places 
in the mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com¬ 
mit fornication, and compelled Judab 
thereto. 

12 And thero came a writing to 
him from Elijah the prophet, Baying, 
Thus saith the Lord Qod of David 
thy father, Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jchoshnphal 
thy father, nor in tho ways of Asa 
king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast made 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem to go a whoring, like to the 
whoredoms of tho house of Ahab, and 
also hast slain thy brethren of thy 
father’s house, which wero better than 
thyself; 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the Lord smito thy poople, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods; 

15 And thou shalt have groat sick¬ 
ness by diseaso of thj bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 Moreover the Lord stirred up 
agaftist Jehoratn the spirit of the 
Philistines, and of the Arabians, that 
were near the Ethiopians; 

17 And they came up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substanoe that was found in 
the king's house, and his sons also, 


and his wives; so that there waa 
never a son left him, save Jehoahaz, 
the youngest of his sons. 

18 And after all this the Lord smote 
him in his bowels with an incurnblo 
disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro¬ 
cess of time, after tho end of two 
years, his bowels foil cut by reason 
of his sickness; so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning of 
his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old n:i- 
ho when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and 
departed without beiug desired. How- 
beit they buried him in tho city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 

CHAPTER XX1L 

Ahaziah slain by Jehu—Athaliah tuurpelh 
the kingdom. 

ND the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead; for the band ol 
men that came with the Arabians t.» 
the camp bad slain all the eldest. So 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah reigned. 

2 Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign, and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem, 
flis mother’s name also was Athaliah 
the daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in tho ways of 
the house of Ahab; for his mother 
was his counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the 
sight of the Lord like the house of 
Ahab ; for they wero his counsellors, 
after the death of his father, to his 
destruction. 

5 lie walked also after their oouu- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war 
against Hazael king of Syria at Ba- 
moth-gilead; and the Syrians smote 
Joram. 

6 And ho returned to he healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Ramah, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Sjria. 
And Azariah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah went down to see Je¬ 
horam the eon of Ahab at Jezreel, 
beoause he was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of Qod by coming to Joram; 
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for when he was oorne, he went out 
with Jebornm against Jehu the son of 
Nimshi, whom the Lord had anointed 
to out oil the house of Ahab. 

8 Ami it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and fouDd the 

rinoes of Judah, and the sons of the 

rethren of Ahaziuh, that ministered 
to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

0 And bo sought Ahaziah ; and 
they caught him, (for ho was hid in 
Samaria,) and hrougbt him to Jehu; 
aud when they had slain him, they 
huriod him ; Because, said they, ho is 
the sou of Juhoshaphat, who sought 
the Lord with all hie heart. So the 
taouso of Ahaziah had no power to 
keep still the kingdom. 

10 Dut when Alhaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was 
dead, Bhe aroso and destroyed all the 
seed royal of the bouse of Judah. 

11 But Jchoshabeath, the daughter 
of the king, took Joaeh the son of 
Ahaziah, and stolo him from among 
tho king’s sons that were slain, and 

ut him and his nurse in a bedcham- 

er. So Jchoshabeath, the daughter 
of king Jchoram, the wifo of Jchoiada 
the priest, (fur she was tho sister of 
Ahaziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so 
that sho slow him not. 

12 And ho was with them hid in 
th 1 ! houso of Qod six years ; and Alha- 
liah reigned over the land. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Jehoiada mtiktUi Joash king, and rtsLrrdh 
Ute, worship qf Qod. 

ND in (he seventh year Johoiada 
strengthened himself, and took 
the captains of hundreds, Azariah the 
son of Jeroham, and Ishinael the son 
of Johohanan, and Azariah the son 
of Obcd, and Mnnseiuh the son of 
Adaiah, and Elishaphat the son of 
Zicliri, into oovenant with him. 

2 And Ihoy wont about in Judah, 
and gathered tho Levites out o: all 
tho cities of Judah, and the chief of 
the fathers of Isrncl, and they caiue 
to Jerusalem. 

3 And all tho congregaliou miulc a 
oovenant with the king in the houso 
of Qod. And ho said unto (hem, Be¬ 
hold, tho king’s son shall reign, as 
tho Lord hath said of tho sons of 
David. 

4 This Is tho thing that ye shall do ; 


A third part of you entering on the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the 
Levites, shall be porters of tho 
doors j 

5 And a third pari shall he at the 
king’s houso; and a third part lit the 
gale of the foundalion; and all tho 

eople shall bo in the courts of the 

ouse of the Lord. 

0 But let none como into the house 
of the Lord, save the priests, and 
Lbey that minister of the Levites; 
they shall go in, for they are holy; 
but all tho people shall keep the 
watch of the Lord. 

7 And the Lovitos shall compass 
the king round about, every man 
with his weapons in his hand; and 
whosoever else cometh into the house, 
he shall be pul to death; but be yo 
with the king when he cometh in, 
and when he goeth out. 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did 
aooording to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest had oommanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on tho sabbath, with them that 
woro to go out on the sabhath; for 
Johoiada the priest dismissed not the 
courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest 
delivered to Ihooaptains of hundreds 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, 
that had been king David’B, which 
were in the house of Qod. 

10 And he sot all the people, evory 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from tho right sido of the temple to 
the left sido of the tomple, along by 
tho altar a=.d tho temple, by the king 
round about. 

11 Then they brought out tho king’s 
son, and put upon him the orown, 
and gave him tho testimony, and 
made him king. And Johoiada and 
his sons anointed him, and said, Qod 
save the king. 

12 Now when Athaliah heard the 
noiso of the peoplo running and 
praising the king, she came to the 
people into the houso of tho Lord; 

13 And she looked, and, bohold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the enter¬ 
ing in, nml the princes and tho 
trumpets by llio king; and all tho 
people of tho land rejoioed, and 
sounded with trumpets, also the 
singora with instruments of musio, 
and suoh as taught to sing praise. 
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Then Athaliah rent her olothes, and 
said, Treason, treason. 

14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out tho captains of hundreds that 
were sot over the host, and said unto 
them, Have her forth of tho ranges; 
and whoso followetb her, let him be 
slain with tho sword. For the priest 
said, Slay her not in the house of the 
Lord. 

15 So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the entering 
of the horse-gate by the king's house, 
they Blew her there. 

16 And Jehoiada made a covenant 
hetween him, and between all the 
people, and between the king, that 
they should be the Lord’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, 
and brake his altars and his images 
in pieces, and slew Mattan the priest 
of Baal before the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the 
offices of the house of the Lord by 
the hand of the priests the Levites, 
whom David had distributed in the 
house of the Lord, to offer the burnt 
offerings of tho Lord, as it is written 
in the law of Moses, with rejoicing 
and with singing, as it was ordained 
by David. 

19 And he sot the porters at the 
gates of the houso of the Lord, that 
none which was unclean in any thing 
should onter in. 

20 And he took the oap tains of 
hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the people, and all the 
people of the land, and brought down 
the king from the house of the Lord; 
and they came through the high gate 
into the king’s house, and set the 
king upon the throno of tho kingdom. 

21 And all tho people of the land 
rejoiced; and the city was quiet, 
afLcr that they had slain Athaliah 
with the sword. 

CIIAPTKR XXIV. 

Joaah repair eth Vie temple ; falling to 
idolatry , slay eth Zeehariah, 

OASH was seven years old when 
ho began to reign, and ho roigned 
forty years iu Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Zibiah of 
Beer-sheba. 

2 And Joash did that whiob was 
right in the sight of the Lord all the 
daya of Jehoiada thn priest 


3 And Jehoiada took for him two 
wives; and he begat sons and 
daughters. 

4 And it came to pass after this, 
that Joash was minded to repair the 
house of the Lord. 

5 And he gathered together the 
priests and the Levites, aud said to 
them, Go out unto the cities of Judah, 
and gather of all Israel money to 
repair the house of your God from 
year to year, and see that ye hasten 
the matter. Qowheit the Levites 
hastened it not. 

6 And the king oalled for Jehoiada 
the chief, and said unto him, IVhy 
hast thou uot required of the Levites 
to bring in out of Judah and out of 
Jerusalem the collection, according 
to the commandment of Moses the 
servant of the Lord, and of the con¬ 
gregation of Israel, for the tahernncle 
of witness ? 

7 For the sons of Athaliah, that 
wicked woman, had broken np the 
house of God; and also all the 
dedicated things of the house of the 
Lord did they bestow upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without 
at the gate of the house of the Lord. 

9 And they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to 
bring in to the Lord the collection of 
Moses the servant of God upon Israel 
in the wilderness. 

10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoioed, aud brought in, and 
cast iuto the chest, until they had 
made an end. 

11 Now it come to pass, that at what 
time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the 
Levites, and when they saw that there 
was much money, the king's scribo 
and the high priest’s officer came and 
emptied tho chest, and took it, end 
carried it to his plaoe again. Thus 
they did day by day, and gathered 
money in abundanoe. 

12 And the king aud Jehoiada gave 
it to suoh as did the work of the 
service of the house of the Lord, and 
hired masons and carpenters to repair 
the house of tho Lord, and also suoh 
as wrought iron and brass to mend 
the house of the Lord. 

13 Bo the workmen wrought, and 
the work waB perfected by them, and 
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they Bet the house of God in his state, 
and strengthened it. 

14 And when they had finished it, 
they brought the rest of the money 
hefore the king and Jehoiada, where¬ 
of wore made vessels for the house of 
the Lord, even vessels to minister, 
and to offer withal, and spoons, and 
vessels of gold and silver. And they 
offered burnt offerings in the house 
of tho Lord continually all the days 
of Jehoiada. 

15 But Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died j a 
hundred and thirty yoarB old was he 
when ho died. 

16 And they buried him in the city 
of David among the kings, hecause 
he had done good in Israel, hoth 
toward God, and toward his house. 

17 Now after the death of Jehoiada 
came the prinoes of Judah, and made 
oheisance to the king. Then the 
king hearkened unto them. 

10 And they loft the house of the 
Lord God of their fathers, and served 
groves and idols; and wrath came 
upon Judah and Jerusalem for this 
their trespass. 

19 Yet ho sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lord; 
and they testified against them; hut 
they would not give ear. 

20 And tho Spirit of God camo 
upon Zeohariah tho Bon of Jehoiada 
tho prieBt, whioh stood above the 
people, and said unto them, Thus 
saith God, Why transgress ye the 
commandments of tho Lord, that ye 
oannot prosper? hecause ye have for¬ 
saken the Lord, he hath also forsaken 
you. 

21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned him with stones at the 
aommandment of the king in the 
court of tho house of tho Lord. 

22 Thus Joash tho king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew his 
son. And when he died ho said, The 
Lord look upon me, and require me. 

23 And it oame to pass at tho end 
of the year, that the host of Syria 
enmo up against him; and they oame 
to Judah and Jerusalem, and de¬ 
stroyed all tho prinoeB of the people 
from among the pooplc, and sent all 
the spoil of them unto the king of 
Damaaous. 


24 For the army of the Syrians 
oame with a small company of men, 
and the Lord delivered a very great 
host into their hand, because they 
had forsaken the Lord God of their 
fathers. So they executed judgment 
against Joash. 

25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in great 
diseases,) his own servants conspired 
against him for the blood of the sons 
of Jehoiada the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died; and they 
buried him in the city of David, but 
they huried him not in the sepulchres 
of tho kings. 

26 And these are they that oon- 
apired against him; Zabad the eon 
of Shimeath an Ammonitess, and 
Jehoznbad the son of Shimrith a 
Moabitesa. 

27 Now conoerning his sonB, and 
the greatness of the hurdens laid 
upon him, and tho repairing of the 
house of God, hehold, they are writ¬ 
ten in the story of the hook of the 
kings. And Amaziah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Amaziah executeih justice on (he traitors- 

Overthroweth the Edomite*—Amaziah de. 

pisrih the admonitiona of the prophet — h, 

w slain by conspiracy. 

MAZIAH was twenty and five 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he roigned twenty and 
nino years in Jerusalem. And his 
mothor's name was Jehoaddan of 
Jerusalem. 

2 And he did that whioh was right 
in the sight of the Lord, hut not with 
a perfect heart. 

3 Now it came to pass, when the 
kingdom was established to him, that 
he slew his servants that had killed 
tho king his father. 

4 But he slow not their children, 
hut did as it is written in tho law in 
the hook of Moses, where the Lord 
commanded, saying, The fathers shall 
not dio for tho children, neither shall 
the children dio for tho fathers, but 
evory man shall die for his own sin. 

5 Moreover Amaziah gathered Ju¬ 
dah togother, and mado thorn cap¬ 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over hundreds, according to the 
housos of thoir fathers, throughout 
all Judah and Benjamin; and he num* 
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bered them from twenty years old 
and above, and found them three 
hundred thousand choice men, able 
to go forth to war, that could handle 
spear and shield. 

6 He hired also a hundred thousand 
mighty men of valour out of Israel 
for a hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, 0 king, let not the army 
of Israel go with thee; for the Lord 
is nol with Israel, to wit, with all the 
children of Ephraim. 

8 But if thou wilt go, do it, be 
strong for the battle; God shall make 
theo fall before the enemy; for God 
hath power to help, and to cast 
down. 

9 And Amaziah said to the man of 
God, But what 6halt we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given 
to the army of Israel ? And the mau 
of God answered. The Lord is able to 
give thee much more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah separated them, 
to wit, the army that was come to 
him out of Ephraim, to go home 
again; wherefore their anger was 
greatly kindled against Judah, and 
they returned home in great anger. 

11 And Amaziah strengthened him¬ 
self, and led forth his people, and 
went to the valley of salt, and smote 
of the children of Seir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive 
did tho children of Judah carry away 
captive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them down 
from the top of the rock, that they all 
were broken in pieces. 

13 But the soldiers of the army 
which Amaziah sent back, that they 
should not go with him to battle, 
fell upon tho cities of Judah, from 
Samaria cvcu unto Beth-horon, and 
smote three thousand of them, and 
took much spoil. 

14 Now it came to pass, after that 
Amaziah was come from the slaugh¬ 
ter of the Edomites, that he brought 
tho g^ds of the children of Scir, and 
set them up to bo his gods, and bowed 
down himself before them, and burned 
incense uDto them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of tho Lord 
was kindled against Amaziah, and 
ho sent unto him a prophet, which 
said unto him, Why hast thou sought 
after the gods of the peoplo, which 


could not deliver their own people 
out of thine hand 7 
1G And it came to puss, as he talked 
with him, Ihut the king said unto 
him, Art thou made of the king's 
counsel ? forbear ; why shouldest thou 
be smitten? Then the prophet for- 
bare, and said, I know that God hath 
determined to destroy thee, because 
thou hast done this, and hast not 
hearkened unto my counsel. 

17 Then Amaziah king of Jndah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, the 
son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, 
king of Israel, saying. Come, let us 
see one another in the face. 

IS And Joash king of Israel sent to 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, The 
thistle that grew in Lebanon sent to 
the cedar that grew in Lebanon, say¬ 
ing, Give thy daughter to my son to 
I wife; and there passed by a wild 
beast that was in Lebanon, and trode 
down the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smit¬ 
ten the Edomites; and thine heart 
lifteth thee up to boast; ahidc dow at 
home ; why shouldest thou meddle lo 
thine hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou and Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear; 
for it came of God, that be might 
deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies, because they sought after 
the gods of Edom. 

21 So Joash the king of Israel went 
up; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Amaziah king of 
Judah, at Beth-shcmesh, which be¬ 
longed to Judah. 

22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, and they fled every 
man to bis tent. 

23 And Joash the king of Israel 
took Amaziah king of Judah, the son 
of Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, at 
Bcth-ehemesh, and brought him to 
Jerusalem, and brake down the wall 
of Jerusalem from the gate of Eph¬ 
raim lo the corner gate, four hundred 
cubits. 

24 And be took all the gold and tho 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with Ohed- 
edoui, and the treasures of tho king’s 
house, the hostages also, and returned 
to Samaria. 

25 And AmAziah tho son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the deatk 
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of Joash eon of Jehoahaz king of I 9 - 

rad fifteen years. 

20 Now tho rest of the aots of Ama- 
ziali, first and last, behold, arc they 
not written in tho book of the kings 
of Judah and Israel? 

27 Now after tho time that Amnziah 
did turn away from following the 
Lord they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem ; and ho fled to 
Lachish ; but they sent to Lachish 
after him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon 
horses, and buried him with his 
fathers in tho city of Judah. 

CHAPTER XXVI, 

Ueriah, succeeding, prospereth— He invadeth 
Du priest's office, and is i mitten with 
Irjrrosy. 

T HEN all tho people of Judah 
took Uzziah, who was sixteen 
years old, And made him king in tho 
room of bis father Amaziah. 

2 lie built Eloth, and restored it to 
Judah, aftor that the king slept with 
bis fathers. 

3 Sixtocn years old was Uzziah 
when he began to reign, and ho 
reigned fifty and two years in Jeru¬ 
salem. His mothor’s name also was 
Jecoliab of Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right 
in tho sight of tho Lord, according to 
all that his father Amaziah did. 

6 And he sought God in tho days 
of Zechariah, who had understanding 
in tho visions of God ; and as long as 
he sought the Lord, God made him 
to prosper. 

0 And ho wont forth and warred 
against tho Philistines, and brako 
down the wall of Gath, and the wall 
of Jabnoh, and the wall of Ashdod, 
and built cities about Ashdod, and 
among the Philistines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against tho Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
huniin. 

8 And the Ammonites gavo gifts to 
Uzziah ; and his namo Bpread abroad 
even to the entering in of Egypt; for 
he slrongthoned himself exceedingly. 

0 Moreovor Uzziah huilt towers io 
Jerusalem at tho oorner gate, and at 
tho valloy gate, and at the turning 
of the wall, and forliflcd them. 

10 Alsu ho built towers in tho des¬ 
ert, and digged many wells; for he 


had inuoh cal Ho, both in the low 
country, and in the plains; husband¬ 
men also, and viuc-drossors in the 
mountains, and in Carmel; for he 
loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uzziah had* a host of 
fighting men, that went out to war 
by bands, according to the numbei 
of their account by the hand of Jeiel 
the scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, 
uuder the hand of Ilananiah, one of 
the king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of tho ohiet 
of the fathers of the mighty men oi 
valour were two thousand and six 
hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, 
to help tho king against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all tho host shields, and 
spears, and holmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stoneB. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem en¬ 
gines, invented by cunning men, U 
be on the towers and upon tho bul¬ 
warks to Bhoot arrows and great 
stones witbal. And bis name sproad 
far abroad; for he was marvellously 
helped, till be was strong. 

16 Uut when he was strong, biB 
heart was lifted up to his destruotion ; 
for he Iransgrossed against the Lord 
his God, and wont inlo the temple of 
the Lord to burn inconse upon the 
altar of incenso. 

17 And Azariah the priest went in 
aftor him, and with him four-score 
priests of tho Lord, that were valiant 
men ; 

18 And they withstood Uzziah the 
king, and said unto him, It apper¬ 
tained not unto thcc, Uzziah, to burn 
incenso unto tho Lord, but to the 
priests the sons of Aaron, that are 
oonscoratod to burn incense; go out 
of the sanotuary ; for thou hast tres- 

assud ; neither shall it be for thine 

onour from tho Lord God. 

10 Then Uzziah was wroth, and 
had a oonsor in his hand to burn in¬ 
cense ; And while he was wroth with 
the priests, the leprosy even rose up 
in his forehead before tho priests Id 
tho house of the Lord, from beside 
tho incenso altar. 

20 And Azariah the ohief priest. 
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ind all the priests, looked upon him, 
and, behold, he was leprous in his 
forehead, and they thrust him out 
from thence; yea, himself hasted also 
to go out, because the Lord had 
smitten him. 

21 And Uzziah the king was a 
leper unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house, being a lep¬ 
er ; for he was cut olT from the house 
of the Lord; and Jotham his son 
was over the king’B house, judging 
the people of the land. 

22 Now the reBt of the acts of Uz- 
ziah, first and last, did Isaiah the 
prophet, the son of Amoz, write. 

23 So Uzziah Blept with his fathers, 
and they buried him with his fathers 
in the field of the burial which be¬ 
longed tothekiDgB; for they said. He 
is a leper; and Jotham his son reign¬ 
ed in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Jotham , reigning well, prospereih—He tub- 
ducth the. Ammonites—Hit reign—Ahaz 
rucceedeth him. 

J OTHAM was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned sixtoen years in Jeru¬ 
salem. His mother’s name also was 
Jerushah, the daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that his father Uzziah did; how- 
beit he entered not into the temple of 
the Lord. And the people did yet 
oorruptly. 

3 He built the high gate of the 
house of the Lord, and on the wall 
of Ophel he built much. 

4 Moreover he built oities in the 
mountains of Judah, and in the for¬ 
ests he built oastles and towers. 

5 He fought also with the king of 
the Ammonites, and prevailed against 
them. And tho children of Ammon 
gave him tho same year a hundred 
talents of silver, and ten thousand 
measures of wheat, and ten thousand 
of barley. So much did the children 
of Ammon pay unto him, both the 
seoond year, and tho third. 

0 So Jotham beoame mighty, be- 
oauso he prepared his ways before 
the Lord his God. 

7 Now the rest of the aots of Jo¬ 
tham, and all hiB wars, and his ways, 
la, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 


8 He was five and twenty yean old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

0 And Jotham slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the oity of 
David; and Ahaz his son reigned in 
his stead. 

CHAPTER XXVUL 

Ahaz afflicted by the Syrians—Judah it sent 

home by the counsel of the prophet—Ahai 

groweJJi mart idolatrous—He dying, Bet* 

kiah suceeedeih him. 

HAZ was twenty years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem; but he 
did not that which was right in the 
Bight of the Lord, like David his 
father; 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also molten 
images for Baalim. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, and 
burnt his children in the fire, after 
the abominations of the heathen 
whom' the Lord had cast out before 
the children of Israel. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt in¬ 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lord his God 
delivered him into the hand of the 
king of Syria; and they emote him, 
and carried away a great multitude 
of them captives, and brought them 
to Damascus. And he was also de¬ 
livered into the hand of the king of 
Israel, who smote him with a great 
slaughter. 

6 For Pekah the son of Remaliah 
slew in Judah a hundred and twenty 
thousand in one day, which were all 
valiant men ; because they had for¬ 
saken the Lord God of their fathers. 

7 And Zichri, a mighty man of 
Ephraim, slew Maaseiah tho king’s 
Bon, and Azrikam the governor of 
the house, and ELkanah that was 
next to the king. 

8 And the ohildren of Israel oar- 
ried away captive of their brethren 
two hundred thousand, women, sons, 
and daughters, and took also away 
much spoil from them, and brought 
the spoil to Samaria. 

9 But a prophet of the Lord was 
there, whose name was Odcd; and 
he went out before the host that oome 
to Samaria, and said unto them, Be- 
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hold, becauso tho Lord God of your 
fathers was wroth with Judah, he 
hath delivered them into your hand, 
and ye have slain them in a rage 
that reacheth up into heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep 
under tho ohildreu of Judah and 
Jerusalem for bond-men and bond- 
women unto you; but are there not 
with you, even with you, sinB against 
tho Lord your God ? 

11 Now hear me therefore, and 
deliver the captives again, which ye 
have taken captive of your brethren ; 
for the fierce wrath of the Lord is 
upon you. 

12 Then certain of the headB of 
the children of Ephraim, Azariah 
the son of Johannn, Bercehiah tho 
eon of Meshillcmoth, and Jehizkiah 
tho son of Shallum, and Amasa tho 
son of Hadlai, stood up against them 
that camo from tho war. 

13 And said unto them, Te shall 
not bring in the captives hither; for 
whereas we have offended against 
tho Lord already, ye intend to add 
inoro to our sins and to our trespass; 
for our trespass is groat, and thoro is 
fierco wrath against Israel. 

14 So tho armed men left the cap¬ 
tives and tho spoil bofore the princes 
and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were ex¬ 
pressed by name tobo up, end took 
the captives, and with tho spoil 
olothed all that wore naked among 
them, and arrayed them, and shod 
thorn, and gave them to eat and 
to drink, and anointed them, and 
carried all the feeble of them upOD 
assos, and brought them to Jorioho, 
the oity of palm trees, to tbeir bre¬ 
thren ; then they roturned to Samaria, 

10 At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of Assyria to help him. 

17 For again the Edomites had 
oome and smitten Judah, and carried 
away captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invadod 
the oitios of the low oountry, and of 
tho south of Judah, and had taken 
Bolb-shemcsh, and Ajalon, and Ge- 
doroth, and Shooo with tho villages 
thereof, and Timnah with tho vil¬ 
lages thereof, Gimzo also and the vil¬ 
lages thereof; and they dwolt there. 

19 For the Lord brought Judah 
low beoause of Abai king of Israel; 


for ho made Judah naked, and trans¬ 
gressed soro against tho Lord. 

20 And Tilgath-pilncscr king of 
Assyria camo unto him, and distress¬ 
ed him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion 
out of the house of the Lord, and 
out of the house of the king, and 
of the princes, and gave it unto the 
king of Assyria; but he helped him 
not. 

22 And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against the 
Lord; this is that king Ahaz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods 
of Damasous, whioh smote him; and 
ho said, Because the gods of the 
kings of Syria help them, therefore 
will I sacrifice to them, that they 
may help mo. But they were the 
ruin of him, and of all Israel. 

24 And Ahaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and oul 
in pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and abut up the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and he made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several oity of 
Judah ho made high plaoes to burn 
incense unto other gods, and pro¬ 
voked to anger the Lord God of his 
fathers. 

20 Now the rest of his acts and of 
all his ways, first and last, behold, 
they arc written in the hook of the 
kings of Judah and Israel. 

27 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jerusalem; but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the kings 
of Israel; and Ilezcki&h his son 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

Btickiah rtstorelh the worship of Ood—Bs 
exhortrth the Lemta. 
EZKKIAIi began to reign when 
be was five and twenty years 
old, and ho reigned nine and twenty 
years in Jerusalem. And his mo¬ 
ther's name was Ahijah, the daughter 
of Zeohariab. 

2 And he did that whioh waB right 
in the eight of the Lord, according to 
ail that David his father had done. 

3 He in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month, opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord, and re¬ 
paired (hem. 

4 And he brought in the priests 
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and the Levites, and gathered them 
logethcr iuto the east street. 

5 And said unto them, Ucar uic, 
ye Levites ; sanctify now yourselves, 
and sanctify the house of the Lord 
God of your fathers, and carry forth 
the filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have treepassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lord our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of 
the Lord, and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor 
offered hurnt offerings in the holy 
place unto the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lord 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
be hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, aB ye 
see with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen 
by the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap¬ 
tivity for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Lord God of 
Israel, that his fierce wrath may turn 
away from us. 

11 My eons, be not now negligent; 
for the Lord hath chosen you to 
stand before him, to serve him, and 
that ye should minister unto him, 
and burn incense. 

12 Then the Levites arose, Mahath 
the son of Amasai, and Joel the son 
of Azariah, of the sons of the Kohath- 
ites ; and of the sons of Merari; 
Kish the son of Abdi, and Azariah 
the son of Jehalclel; and of the Ger- 
shonites; Joah the son of Zimtnah, 
and Eden the son of Joah; 

13 And of the sons of Elizaphan ; 
Shimri, and Jciel; and of the sons of 
Asaph; Zechariah, and Mattaniah; 

14 And of the eons of Heman ; Je- 
hiel, and Shimei; and of the sons of 
Jcduthun; Sheinaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered their bre¬ 
thren, and sanctified themselves, and 
came, according to the command¬ 
ment of the king, by the words of 
the Lord, to oleanso the house of the 
Lord. 

16 And the priests went into the 
inner part of tne house of the Lord, 
to cleanse it, and brought out all the 


uncleanness thai they found in the 
temple of the Lord into the court of 
the house of the Lord. And the 
Levites took it, to carry it out abroad 
into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they hegan on the first day 
of the first month lo sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Lord; so 
they sanctified the house of the Lord 
in eight days; and in the sixteenth 
day of the first month they made an 
end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
the king, and said, We have cleansed 
all the house of the Lord, and the 
altar of burnt offering, with all the 
vessels thereof, and the show-bread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahas in his reign did castaway 
in his transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are 
before the altar of the Lord. 

20- Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
city, and went up to the house of the 
Lord. 

21 And they hrought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, 
and seven he goats, for a sin offering 
for the kingdom, and for the sanc¬ 
tuary, and for Judah, And he com¬ 
manded the priests the eons of Aaron 
to offer them on the altar of the Lord. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the altar; likewise, 
when they had killed the rains, they 
sprinkled the blood upon tho altar; 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 
goats for the sin offering before the 
king and the congregation ; and they 
laid their hands upon them; 

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make au 
atonement for all Israel; for the king 
commanded that the burnt offoring 
and the sin offering should be made 
for all Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the Lord with oymbal9, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
of Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan 
the prophet; for so was the com 
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uiand went of ibe Lord by bis prophets. 

26 And the Lcvites stood with the 
instruments of David, and tho priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Ilczckiah commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the 
altar. And when the burnt offering 
began, the song of the Lord began 
also with the trumpets, and with the 
instruments ordained by David king 
of Israel. 

26 And all the congregation wor¬ 
shipped, and the singers sang, and 
the trumpeters sounded; and all this 
continued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

20 And when they had made an end 
ol offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Ilczckiah the king and 
the princes commanded the Levitos 
to sing praise unto tho Lord with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. 

31 Then Ilozekiah answered and 
said, Now ye have conseorivted your¬ 
selves unLo the Lord, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings 
into the houBe of the Lord. And the 
congregation hrought in sacrifices 
and thank offerings; and as many as 
were of a free heart, burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the oongregation 
brought, was Lhreo-score and ten 
bullocks, a hundred rams, and two 
hundred lambs; all these wore for a 
burnt offering to the Lord. 

33 And the consooratcd things wero 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

34 Hut the prioBts were too few, so 
that they oould not flay all the burnt 
offerings; wherofore their brethren 
(lie Leviles did help them, till the 
work was ended, and until the other 
priests had sanotiffed themselves ; for 
the Lovites wero more upright in 
heart to sanctify themselves than the 
priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings wero 
iu abundanoe, with the fat of tho 
peaoe offerings, and tho drink offer¬ 
ings for every burnt offering. So llio 
eervioe of the house of the Lord was 
sot in order. 


36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
tho people, that Qod had prepared 
the people; for the thing was done 
suddenly. 

UIAPTKR XXX. 

Uttekiah proclaimeth a pattover—fhi 
attembly keep the fout fourteen dayt. 
ND Ilczckiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters 
also to Ephraim and Manasseh, that 
they should come to the house of the 
Lord at Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princcB, and all the congrega¬ 
tion in Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
in the second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, 
neither had the people gathered 
themselves together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all Lhe congregation. 

5 So they established a decreo to 
make proclamation throughout all 
Israel, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keen the 
passover unto the Lord God of Israel 
at Jerusalem ; for they had not done 
it of a long time in such sort as it 
was written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and hie princes through¬ 
out all Israel and Judah, and accord¬ 
ing to the commandment of the king, 
saying, Ye ohildron of Israel, turn 
again unto tho Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel, and he will return 
to tho remnant of you, that are 
escaped oul of the hand of the kings 
of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like yonr fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 

f iassed against tho Lord God of thoir 
athors, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. 

8 Now bo ye not stiff-necked, as 
your fathers were, but yield yourselves 
unto the Lord, and enter into his 
sanctuary, which he hath sanotifled 
for ever; and servo the Lord your 
God, that the fieroeness of his wrath 
may turn away from you. 

9 For if ye turn again onto the 
Lord, your brethren and yourohildren 
shall find compassion before them 
that lead them oaptive, so that they 
shall come again into this land ; for 
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the Lord your God ifl grociouB and 
meroiful, and will not turn away bis 
face from you, if ye return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city, through the country of Ephraim 
and Manasseh, even unto Zebulun; 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. 

11 Nevertheless, divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lord. 

13 And there assembled at Jeru¬ 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the Becond 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, and 
all the altars for incense took they 
away, and cast them into the brook 
Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the second 
month; and the priests and the Lc- 
viles were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lord. 

10 And they stood in their places 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God; the 
priests sprinkled the blood, which 
they received of the hand of the 
Levites. 

17 For there were many in the con¬ 
gregation that were not sanctified; 
therefore the Levites had the charge 
of the killing of the passovers for 
every one that was not clean, to sanc¬ 
tify them unto the Lord. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of Ephraim and Mauas- 
seh, Iesachar and Zebulun, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat 
the passover otherwise than it was 
written- But Hezekiah prayed for 
them, saying, The good Lord pardon 
every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to 
seek God, the Lord God of his 
fathers, though he be not oleansed 
according to the purification of the 
sonotuary. 

20 And the Lord hearkened to 
Hezekiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the ohildren of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 


feast of unleavened bread seven days 
wilh great gladness; and the Levites 
and the priests praised the Lord day 
by day, singing with loud instruments 
unto the Lord. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfort 
ably unto all the Levite9 that taught 
the good knowledge of the Lord; and 
they did eat throughout the feast 
seven days, offering peace offerings, 
and making confession to the Lord 
God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assemhly took 
counsel to keep other seven days; 
and they kept other seven days with 
gladness. 

24 For Hezekiah king of Jndah 
did give to the congregation a thou¬ 
sand bollocks and seven thousand 
sheep; and the princes gave to the 
congregation a thousand bullocks and 
ten thousand sheep; and a great 
number of priests sanctified them¬ 
selves. 

25 And all the congregation of Ju¬ 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came ont of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

2fi So there was great joy in Jeru¬ 
salem; for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Ierael there 
was not the like in Jerusalem. 

27 Then the priests the Levites 
arose and blessed the people; and 
their voice was heard and their prayer 
came np to his holy dwelling-place, 
even unto heaven. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

The people destroy vlolatry—The, people m 
offerings and tithes — The sincerity qf 
HeseJdah. 

OW when all this was finished, 
all Israel that were preeent 
went out to the cities of Judah, and 
brako the images in pieces, and cut 
down the groves, and threw down 
the high places and the altars out of 
all Jndah and Benjamin, in Ephraim 
also and Manasseh, until they had 
ntterly destroyed them all. Then all 
the ohildren of Israel returned, every 
man to his possession, into their own 
oities. 

2 And Hezekiah appointed the 
courses of the priests ana the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord¬ 
ing to his servioe, the priests and 



CITAPTER XXXII. MV 


Levites for burnt offerings and for 
peace offerings, to minister, and to 
give thanks, and to praise in the 
gatos of the tents of the Lord. 

3 lie appointed olso the king's por¬ 
tion of ms substanoo for tho burnt 
offerings, to wit, for the morning and 
evening hurnt offerings, and the 
burnt offerings for the sabbaths, and 
for the new moons, and for the sot 
feasts, as it is written in the law of 
tho Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo¬ 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to givo 
tho portion of the priests and the 
Lovitos, that they might be encour¬ 
aged in the law of the Lord. 

5 Aud ns soon as the commandment 
came abroad, the children of Israel 
brought in abundance the first-fruits 
of corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and 
of all the increase of tho field; and 
tho tithe of all thiDgs brought they 
in abundantly. 

8 And concerning the children of 
Israel and Judah, that dwelt in tho 
cities of Judah, thoy also hrought in 
tho tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
titlio of holy things whioh wore con¬ 
secrated unto tho Lord their God, 
and laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

9 And when Hezekiah and the 
rincos came and saw the heaps, they 
loseod the Lord, and his people 

Israel. 

9 Then Hezekiah questioned with 
tho priests and the Levites oonoorn- 
ing the heaps. 

10 And Azariah the chiof priest of 
the house of Zndok answered him, 
and said, Since the people began to 
bring tho offerings into tho house of 
Oho Lord, we have had enough to cat, 
and have loft plenty; for tho Lord 
hath Mosaod his pooplo; and that 
whioh is left is this great storo. 

11 Then Hezekiah commanded to 
proparo chambers in tho house of the 
Lord; and thoy propared them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and 
the tithes and tho dedicated things 
faithfully; ovor whioh Cononiah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shimei his 
brothor was tho noxt. 

13 And Johial, and Azaziah, and 
Nahath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, 


and Jozabad, and Eliel, and Isma- 
chiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, 
were overseers nnder the hand of 
Cononiah and Shimei his brother, at 
the commandment of Hezekiah the 
king, and Azariah tho ruler of the 
house of God. 

14 And Kore tho son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, 
waB over the free-will offerings of 
God, to distribute the oblations of the 
Lord, and the most holy things. 

15 And next him were Eden, and 
Miniamin, and Jeshua, and Shema- 
iah, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in 
the cities of the priests, in their Bet 
office, to give to their brethren by 
courses, as well to the great as to the 
small; 

16 Besides their genealogy of males, 
from throe years old and upward, 
even unto every one that entereth 
into tho house of tho Lord, hiB daily 
portion for their service in their 
charges according to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priests by the house of their fathers, 
and the Levites from twenty years 
old and upward, in their charges hy 
their courses; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, thoir wives, and their bods, 
and their daughters, through all fhe 
congregation; for in thoir set offioe 
thoy sanctified themselves in holi¬ 
ness; 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priosts, which were in the fields of 
the suburbs of their oiticB, in every 
sevoral city, the men that were ex¬ 
pressed by name, to give portions to 
all tho males among the priestB, and 
to all that were reckoned ny genealo¬ 
gies among Iho Levites. 

20 And thus did Hezekiah through¬ 
out all Judah, aud wrought that 
which was good and right and truth 
bofore tho Lord his God. 

21 And in every work that he be¬ 
gan in the service of the house of 
God, and in the law, and in the com¬ 
mandments, to seek his God, he did 
it with all his heart, and prospered. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Sennacherib invades Judah — Hezekiah and 
Isaiah pray —An angel destroyeth the hast 
of the Assyrians—Hezekiah healed—Hit 
wealth , works, and death. 

A FTER these things, and the es¬ 
tablishment thereof, Sennaohe- 
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rib king of Assyria came, and enter¬ 
ed into Judah, and encamped against 
the fenced cities, and thought to win 
them for himself. 

2 And when Ilezckiah saw that 
Sennaohcrib was como, and that he 
was purposed to fight against Jeru¬ 
salem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the wa¬ 
ters of the fountains which wero 
without tho city; and they did help 
him. 

4 So there was gathered much peo¬ 
ple together, who stopped all the 
fountains, and the brook that ran 
through the inidst of the land, say¬ 
ing, Why should the kings of Assyria 
oorae, and find much water? 

5 Also he strengthenod himself, and 
built up all tho wall that was broken, 
and raised it up to tho towers, and 
another wall without, and repaired 
Millo in the city of Dnvid, and made 
darts and shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over 
tho people, and gathered them to¬ 
gether to him in the street of the gato 
of the city, and spake comfortably to 
them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that 
is with him ; for there be more with 
as than with him. 

9 With him is an arm of fiesh; but 
with us is tho Lord our God to help 
us, and to fight our battles. And 
the people rested themselves upon 
the words of Ilezektah kiug of Ju¬ 
dah. 

9 After this did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria send his scrvanLs to Jeru¬ 
salem, (but he himself laid eioge 
against Lachish, and all his power 
with him,) unto Hezekiah king of 
Judah, and unto all Judah that wero 
at Jerusalem, saying, 

10 Thus saith Sennaohcrib king of 
Assyria, Whereon do ye trost, that ye 
ahide in the siege in Jerusalem? 

11 Doth not Ilczekiah persuade you 
to give over yourselves to die by 
famine and by thirst, saying, The 
Lord our God shall deliver us out of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? 

12 Hath not the satno Hezekiah 
taken away his high places and his 
altars, and oommanded Judah and 


Jerusalem, saying, Ye shall worship 
before one altar, and bum incense 
upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my 
fathers have done unto all the peo¬ 
ple of other lands? were the gods of 
the nations of those lands any ways 
able to deliver their lands out of 
mine hand ? 

14 Who was there among all the 
gods of those nations that my fathers 
utterly destroyed, that could deliver 
his people out of mine hand / that 
your God should be able to deliver 
you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore lot not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on I his 
manner, neither yet believe him ; for 
no god of any nation or kingdom was 

I able to deliver his people out of mine 
, hand, and out of the hand of my 
fathers; how much less shall your 
God deliver you out of mine band ? 

16 And his servants spake yet more 
against the Lord God, and against 
his servant Ilezckiah. 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on 
the Lord God of Israel, and to speak 
against him, saying, As the gods of 
the nations of other lands have not 
delivered their people out of mine 
hand, so shall not tne God of Hczo 
kiah deliver his people out of mine 
hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud 
voice, in the Jews’speech, unto the 
people of Jerusalem that were on tho 
wall, to affright them, and to trouble 
them ; that they might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God 
of Jerusalem, as against the gods of 
the people of tho earth, which were 
the work of the hands of man. 

20 And for this causo Hezekiah the 
king, and the prophet Isaiah the son 
of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

21 And the Lord 9ent an angel, 
whioh out off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captaini 
in the camp of the kiDg of Assyria 
So he returned with shame of face 
to bis own land. And when he was 
oorao into tho house of his go:l, they 
that came forth of his own bowels 
slew him there with the sword. 

22 Thus the Lord saved neaekiah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
from the hand of Sennacherib the 
king of Assyria, and from tho hand 
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of all other, and guided them on 
every side. 

23 And many brought gifts unto the 
Lord to Jerusalem, and presents to 
Hczckiah king of Judah; so that he 
was magnified in the sight of all na¬ 
tions from thenceforth. 

24 In those days Ilezckiah was sick 
to the death, and prayed unto the 
Lord ; and he spnko unto him, and 
ho g ive him a sign. 

25 Bui Hczckiah rendered not again 
acctrding to the benefit done unto 
him; for his heart was lifted up; 
therefore there was wrath upon him, 
and upon Judah and Jerusalem. 

26 Notwithstanding, Hczckiah hum¬ 
bled himself for the pride of his heart, 
both ho and Lhc inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, so that the wrath of the Lord 
came not upon them in the days of 
Ilczekiah. 

27 And ITczekiah had exceeding 
much riches and honour; and ho 
made himself treasuries for silver, 
and for gold, and for precious stones, 
and for spices, and for shields, and 
for all manner of pleasant jewels; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase 
of corn, and wine, and oil; and stalls 
for all manner of beasts, and ootes 
for flocks. 

20 Moreover he provided him cities, 
and possessions of flocks and herds 
in abundance; for God had given 
him substance very much. 

30 This same Ilezckiah also stop¬ 
ped the upper wutor-oourso of Gihon, 
and brought it straight down to the 
west sido of the city of David. And 
Ilezckiah prospered in all his works. 

31 Ilowbcit, in the business of tho 
ambassadors of the princes of Baby¬ 
lon, nho sent unto him to inquire 
of the wonder that was done in tho 
land, God loft him, to try him, that 
he might know all that was in his 
htart. 

32 Now tho rest of the acts of 
Hczckiah, and his goodness, behold, 
they aro written in the vision of Isa- 
ah the prophet, the son of Amoz, 

and in tho book of the kings of Ju¬ 
dah and Israel. 

33 And Hczckiah Blept with his 
fathers, ond they burica him in the 
ehiofost of tho sepulchres of the sons 
of David ; and all Judah and the in- 
aabitants of Jerusalem did him hon- 
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onr at his death. And Manasseh hit 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXXIIL 

JfajiasxfJt sefteth up idolatry —/» carried 
into Babylon —* released, and putteth 
down idolatry — Hit acts and death — 
Amon succeedeth him—Anum it Wain— 
Josiah succeedeth him. 

M ANASSEH was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and five years in Jcrn- 
salcm ; 

2 But did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, like unto the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord had cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

3 For he built again the high placee 
which Hezekiah his father had 
broken down, and he reared up altars 
for Baalim, and mado groves, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house 
of the Lord, whereof the Lord had 
said, In Jerusalem shall my name be 
for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in tho two courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 And he caused biB children to 
pass through the fire in thp valley of 
tho son of Hinnom; also he observed 
times, and used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt with a 
familiar spirit, and with wizards; he 
wrought much evil in the sight of 
the Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And ho set a carved image, the 
idol which he had mado, in the house 
of God, of which God had said to 
David and to Solomon his son, In 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen before all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for ever. 

8 Neither will I BDy more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your 
fathers ; so that they will take hoed 
to do nil that I have oommanded 
them, according to the whole law and 
the statutes and the ordinances by 
the hand of Moses. 

0 So Manasseh made Judah aDdthe 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and 
to do worse than tho heathen, whom 
the Lord had destroyed before the 
children of iBmol. 

10 And tho Lord spake to Manasseh, 
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and to hie people; but they would 
not hearken. 

11 Wherefore the Lord brought 
upon them the captains of the host 
of the king of Assyria, which took 
Manasseh among the thorns, and 
bound him with fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, 
he besought the Lord hiB God, and 
humbled himself greatly before the 
God of his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him ; and be 
was entreated of him, and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again 
to Jerusalem into his kingdom. 
Then Manasseh knew that the Lord 
he was God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the 
west side of Gihon, in the valley, 
even to the entering in at the fish 
gate, and compassed about Ophel, 
and raised it up a very great height, 
and put captains of war in all the 
fenced cities of Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house 
of the Lord, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house 
of the Lord, and in Jerusalem, and 
cast them -out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and 
commanded Judah to serve the Lord 
God of Israel. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sac¬ 
rifice still in the high places, yet 
unto the Lord their God only. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasseh, and bis prayer unto his 
God, and the words of the seers that 
spake to him in tho name of the Lord 
God of Israel, behold, they are written 
in the book of the kings of Israel. 

19 His prayer also, and how God 
was entreated of him, and all bis sins, 
and his trespass, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and set 
up grovos and graven images, before 
he was humbled; behold, they are 
written among the sayings of the 
seers. 

20 So Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in his 
own house; and Amon his eon roigned 
in his stead. 

21 Amon was two and twenty years 


old when he began to reign, and 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. 

22 But he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, as did 
Manasseh hia father; for Amon 
sacrificed unto all the carved images 
which Manasseh hia father had made, 
and served them; 

23 And humbled not himself before 
the Lord, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself; but Amon tres¬ 
passed more and more. 

24 And bis servants conspired 
against him, and slew him in hi3 own 
house. 

25 But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the 
land made Josiah his son king in hie 
stead. 

CHAPTER XXXIY. 

Josiah destroyeth idolatry—He repairtih the 
temple — Tut book of the law — Euldah 
prnphrsiflh the destruction of Jerusalem — 
Josiah rennodh the covenant with God. 
OSIAH was eight yeare old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one and thirty yearg. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in tho wayg of David his father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, 
nor to the left. 

3 For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet yonng, he 
began to seek after the God of David 
his father; and in the twelfth year 
he began to purge Judah and Jerusa¬ 
lem from the high places, and the 
groves, and the carved images, and 
the molten images. 

4 And they brake down the altars 
of Baalim in his presence; and the 
images, lhat were on high above 
them, he cut down; and tbe groves, 
and the carved imagos,and the molten 
images, he brake in pieces, and made 
dust of them, and strewed it upon the 
graves of them that had sacrificed 
onto thorn. 

5 And he burnt the boneB of the 
Hosts upon their altars, and oleansod 
udah and Jerusalem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of 
Manasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, 
even unto Naphtali, with their 
mattooks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down 
tho altars and the groves, and had 
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fatten the graven images into pow¬ 
der, and ont down all the idols 
throughout all the land of Israel, be 
returned to Jerusalem. 

0 Now in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, when be had purged the land, 
and the house, he Bent Shaphan the 
don of Azaliab, and Maaseiah the 
governor of the city, and Jonh tho 
non of Jonhaz the recorder, to repair 
the house of the Lord his God. 

9 And when thoy camo to Hilkiah 
tho high priest, they delivered the 
money that was brought into tho 
house of God, which tho Levitos that 
kept the doors had gathered of the 
hand of Manassch and Ephraim, and 
of all tho remnant of Israel, and of 
all Judah and Benjamin; and thoy 
returned to Jerusalem. 

10 And they put it in the hand of 
the workmen that had the oversight 
of the house of tho Lord, and they 
gave it to the workmen that wrought 
in the house of the Lord, to repair 
and amend tho house; 

11 Even to the artificers and build- 
ors gave they it, to buy hewn stone, 
and timber for couplings, and to floor 
the houses which tile kings of Judah 
had destroyed. 

12 And tho men did the work faith¬ 
fully ; and the ovorseerB of them were 
Julmth and Obadiah, the Lcvites, of 
of the sons of Merari; and Zechariah 
and Meshnllam, of the sons of tho 
Kohathites, to set it forward; and 
other of the Levites, all that could 
skill of instruments of music. 

13 Also they wore over tho bearers 
of burdens, and were overseers of all 
that wrought tho work in any man¬ 
ner of servioo; and of tho Lovitcs 
there were scribes, and officers, and 
porters. 

14 And when thoy brought out the 
money that was brought into the 
house of the Lord, IIilk iah tho priest 
found a book of the law of the Lord 
givon by Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said 
to Shaphan the soribo, I havo found 
the book of the law in tho house of 
tho Lord. And Hilkiah delivered the 
book to Simphnu. 

10 And Shnplmu carried the book 
to the king, and brought the word of 
the king back again, saying, All that 
was com milted to thy servants, they do* 
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17 And they have gathered together 
tbo money that was found in the 
house of the Lord, and have delivered 
it into the hand of the overseers, and 
to tho hand of the workmen. 

18 Then Shaphan the scribe told 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath given me a hook. And Shaphan 
read it beforo the king. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the law, 
that he rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Ilil- 
kiah, and Ahikam the son of Sha- 
phan, and Abdon the son of Mioah, 
and Shaphan the scribe, and Asaiah 
a servant of the king's, saying, 

21 Go, inquire of tho Lord for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel 
and in Judah, concerning the words 
of the hook that is found; for great 
is the wrath of the Lord that is 
poured out upon us, hecause oar 
fathers have not kept the word of 
the Lord, to do after all that is writ¬ 
ten in this book. 

22 And Hilkiah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Huldah 
tho prophetess, the wife of Shallum 
the son of Tikvath, the son of Ilasrah, 
keeper of the wardrobo; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college;) 
and thoy spako to hor to that effeot 

23 And she answered them, Thus 
saitli the Lord God of Israel, Tell ye 
the man that sent yon to me, 

24 ThuB saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will bring ovil npon this place, and 
upon tho inhabitants thereof, even all 
the curses that are written in the 
book which thoy havo read before 
the king of Judah ; 

25 Bocause they have forsaken me, 
and havo burned incense unto other 
gods, that thoy might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their 
handB; therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and shall 
not be quenched. 

20 And as for the king of Judah, 
wbo sent you to inquire of the Lord, 
bo shall ye say unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel concerning the 
words whioh thou hast heard; 

27 Beoause thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardost his words 
against this place, and againBt the 
inhabitants thereof, and hnmbledst 
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thyself before me, and didst rend 
thy olothefl, and weep before me; 

I have even heard thee also, saith 
the Lord. 

28 Behold, I will gather th<e to thy 
fathers, and thon shalt be gathered 
to thy grave in peace, neither shall 
thine eyes Bee all the evil that I will 
bring upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants of tne same. So they 
brought the king word again. 

29 Then the king sent and gathered 
together all the elders of Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

30 And the king went up into the 
house of the Lord, and all the men 
of Judah, and the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, and the priests, and the Le- 
vites, and all the people, great and 
small; and he read in their ears all 
the words of the book of the covenant 
that wa9 found in the house of the 
Lord. 

31 And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the Lord, 
to walk after the Lord, and to keep 
his commandments, and hie testi¬ 
monies, and his statutes, with all his 
heart, and with all his soul, to per¬ 
form the words of the covenant which 
are written in this book. 

32 And he caused all that were pre¬ 
sent in Jerusalem and Benjamin to 
stand to it. And the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem did according to the cove¬ 
nant of God, the God of their fathers. 

33 And Josiah took away all the 
abominations out of all the countries 
that pertained to the children of Is¬ 
rael, and made all that were present 
in Israel to serve, even to servo the 
Lord their God. And all his days 
they departed not from following the 
Lord, the God of their fathers. 

CHAPTKR XXXV. 

Jatiah keeprlh a paaowT —Hr it tlaxt *■— La- 
modationM far Josiah. 
OREOVER, Josiah kept a pass- 
over unto the Lord in Jerusa¬ 
lem ; and they killed the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the first 
month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
thargoe, and encouraged them to the 
servico of the house of the Lord, 

3 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which wore holy 
an to the Lord, Put the holy ark in 
the4tonse whioh Solomon the son of 


David king of Israel did build; it 
shall not be a burden upon yoar 
shoulders; serve now the Lord your 
God, and his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
houses of your fathers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the writing of Solomon his son ; 

b And stand in the holy place ac¬ 
cording to the divisions of the fami¬ 
lies of the fathers of your brethren 
the people, and after the division of 
the families of the Lcvitcs. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your bre¬ 
thren, that they may do according to 
the word of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, 
of the flock, lambs and kids, all for 
the passover offerings, for all that 
were present, to the number of thirty 
thousand, and three thoasand bul¬ 
locks; these were of the king's sub¬ 
stance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests and to 
the Levites; Hilkiah and Zechariah 
and Jehiel, rulers of the house of 
God, gave unto the priests for Iho 
passover offerings two thousand and 
six hundred small cattle, and three 
hundred oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
i NethftDeel, his brethren, and Hasha- 

biah and Jciel and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave nnto the Levites 
for passover offerings five thousand 
small cattle, and five hundred oien. 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, accord¬ 
ing to the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, 
and the priests sprinkled tne blood 
from their hands, and the Levites 
flayed them. 

12 And they removed the bornt 
offerings, that they might give ao 
cording to the divisions of the fami 
lies of the people, to offer nnto the 
Lord, as it is written in the book of 
Moses. And so did they with the 
oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance; 
but the other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pani. 
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mil divided them speedily among all 
the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests; 
bocauso the priests tho sons 01 Aaron 
were busied iD offering of burnt offer¬ 
ings and the fat until night; there¬ 
fore the Levites prepared for them- 
eclvos, and for the priests the sons of 
Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of 
Asaph were in their place aoeordiDg 
to tne commandment of David, and 
Asaph, and llemau, and Jeduthun 
Lhc king's Boer; and the porters 
waited at every gate; they might not 
depart from their service; for their 
brethren the Levites prepared for 
them. 

10 So all the service of tho Lord was 
prepared the samo day, to keep tho 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of tho Lord, according 
to the commandment of king Josiah. 

17 And the ohildren of Israel that 
wero present kept the passover at 
that time, and the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days. 

18 AdU there was no passover like 
to that kept in Israel from the days 
of Samuol the prophet; neither did 
all tho kings of Israel keep such a 
passover as Josiah kept, and tho 
priests, and the Levitos, and all Ju¬ 
dah and Israel that wore present, nud 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eiglitoonth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared tho temple, Nccho king of 
Egypt came up to light agoiDSt Char- 
ahomish by Euphrates; and Josiah 
went out aguinst him. 

21 Out ho sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What havo I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? I corno not 
against thee Ibis day, but against the 
house wherewith I havo war; for God 
commanded uio to make haste; for- 
heor thee from meddling with God, 
whi is with mo, that he destroy thee 
not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not 
turn his faoe from him, but disguised 
himself, that ho might fight with him, 
and hourkenod not unto the words 
of Necho from the mouth of God, and 
cuiuc to fight in the valley of Me- 
giddo 


23 And the archers shot at king 
Josiah; and the king said to his ser¬ 
vants ; FIave me away; for I am sore 
wounded. 

24 Ilis servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in 
the second chariot that he had; and 
they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
he died, and was buried in one of 
tho sepulchres of his fathers. And 
all Judah and Jerusalem mourned for 
Josiah. 

25 And Jeremiah lamented for Jo¬ 
siah; and all the singing men and 
the singing women spake of Josiah 
in their lamentations to this day, und 
made them an ordinance in Israel; 
and, behold, they are written in the 
lamentations. 

20 Now the rest of the aots of Jo¬ 
siah, and his goodness, according to 
that whioh was written in the law of 
the Lord, 

27 And his deeds, first and last, be¬ 
hold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Jadah. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

Jehoahat deposed by I’haraoh, and carried 
into Egypt—Jehoiakim carried bound into 
Babylon—Jehoiachin brought into Baby¬ 
lon — Zedckiah despiseth the prophets, and 
rebelleth against Xelruchadnezzar — Jerusa¬ 
lem destroyed—The proclamation of Cyrus. 
HEN tho people of the land took 
Jchoahaz tho son of Josiah, and 
mode him king in his father’s stead 
in Jerusalem. 

2 Jchoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when ho began to roign, and 
ho reigned three months in Jerusalom. 

3 And the king of Egypt put him 
down at Jerusalem, imd condemned 
the land in a hundred talents of sil¬ 
ver and a talent of gold. 

4 And tho king of Egypt made Elia- 
kim his brothor king over Judah and 
Jerusalem, and turned his namo to 
Johoiakim. And Nooho took Johoa- 
haz his brother, and carried him to 
Egypt. 

5 Johoiakim was twenty and five 
years old whon ho began to reign, 
and ho reigned clovon years in Jeru¬ 
salem ; and he did that whioh waB evil 
in the sight of the Lord his God. 

0 Against him came up Nobnohad- 
noziar king of Babylon, and bound 
him in fetters, to oarry him to Baby¬ 
lon. 
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7 Nebuohadnezzar also carried of the 
vessels of the house of the Lord to 
Babylon, and put them in his temple 
at Bahylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoiakim, and hie abominations which 
he did, and that which was found in 
him, behold, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Israel and Ju¬ 
dah; and Jehoiachin his son reigned 
in his stead. 

9 Jehoiachin was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he reign¬ 
ed three months and ten days in Je¬ 
rusalem ; and he did that which was 
evil in the Bight of the Lord. 

10 And when the year was ex- 

ired, king Nebuohadnezzar sent, and 

rought him to Babylon, with the 

goodly vessels of the house of the 
Lord, and made Zedekiah his brother 
king over Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 Zedekiah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 

12 And he did that whioh was evil 
in the eight of the Lord his God, and 
humbled not himself before Jeremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lord. 

13 And he also rebelled against king 
Nebuohadnezzar, who had made him 
Bwoar by God ; but he stiffened his 
neck, and hardened his heart from 
turning unto the Lord God of Israel. 

14 Moreover all the chief of the 
priests, and the people, transgressed 
very muoh after all tne abominations 
ofthe heathen; and polluted the house 
of the Lord which he had hallowod in 
Jerusalem. 

15 And the Lord God of their fa¬ 
thers sent to them by his messengers, 
rising up betimes, and Bonding; be¬ 
cause he had compassion on his peo¬ 
ple, and on his dwelling-place; 

10 But they mocked the messengers 
of God, and despised his worde, and 


misused his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lord arose against his people, 
till there was no remedy. 

17 Therefore he brought upon them 
the king of the Chaldees, who slew 
their young men with the sword in 
the house of their sanctuary, and had 
no compassion upon young man or 
maiden, old man, or him that stooped 
for age; he gave them all into his 
hand. 

18 And all the vessels of the honee 
of God, great and small, and the trea¬ 
sures of the bouse of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king, and of his 

f mnees; all these he brought to Baby- 
on. 

19 And they burnt the house of 
God, and brake down the wall of Je¬ 
rusalem, and burnt all the palaces 
thereof with fire, and destroyed all 
the goodly vessels thereof. 

20 And them that had escaped from 
the-sword carried he away to Baby¬ 
lon ; where they were servants to him 
and his eons until the reign of the 
kingdom of .Persia; 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lord 
by the mouth of Jeremiah, until the 
land had enjoyed her sabbaths ; for as 
long as Bhe lay desolate she kept sab¬ 
bath, to fulfil three-score and ton years. 

22 Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lord spoken by the month of Jere¬ 
miah might be accomplished,the Lord 
stirred up tbo spirit of Cyrus king 
of Persia, that he made a proclama¬ 
tion throughout all his kingdom, and 
put it also in writing, saying. 

23 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
All the kingdoms of the earth hath 
the Lord God of heaven given me ; 
and he hath oharged me to build him 
a house in Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. Who is there among you of 
all his people? The Lord his God bo 
with him, and let him go up. 
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OHAPTRR I. 

The proclamation of Cyrus —The rrhrm— 
Cyrus restoreth the vessel t of the temple. 

N OW in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of 
the Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah 


might be fulfilled, the Lord stirreJ 
up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation through¬ 
out all his kingdom, and put it also 
in writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
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The Lord God of heaven hath given 
mo all the kingdoms of the earth; 
and he hath charged me to build him 
a bouse at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. 

3 Who is there among you of all 
bis people ? his God he with him, and 
let Dim go up to Jerusalem, which is 
in Judah, and build the bouse of the 
Lord God of Israel, (he is the God,) 
which is in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosoever remaineth in any 

place where he sojoumeth, let the 
men of his place help him with sil¬ 
ver, and witn gold, and with goods, 
and with heasts, besides the freewill 
offering for the house of God that is 
in Jerusalem. * 

6 Then rose up the ohief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and 
tho priests, and the Lcvites, with all 
them whose spirit God had raised, 
to go up to build the house of the 
Lord which is in Jerusalem. 

6 And all they that were about 
them strengthened their hands with 
vessels of Bilver, with gold, with 
goods, and with beasts, and with 
precious things, besides all that was 
willingly offered. 

7 Also Cyrus the king brought forth 
the vessels of the house of the Lord, 
which Nebuchadnezzar had brought 
forth out of Jerusalem, and had put 
thorn in the house of hie gods; 

9 Even those did Cyrus king of 
Persia bring forth by the hand of 
Mitbredath the treasurer, and num¬ 
bered them unto Sheshbazzar, the 
prinoe of Judah. 

0 And this is the number of them ; 
thirty chargers of gold, a thousand 
chargers of silver, nine and twenty 
knives, 

10 Thirty baBlns of gold, silver 
basins of a second Bort four hundred 
and ten, and other vessels a thousand. 

11 All tho vessels of gold and of 
silver were five thousand and four 
hundred. All these did Sheshbazzar 
bring up with them of tho captivity 
that wore brought up from Babylon 
unto Jerusalem.

10 The children of Bani, six hun¬ 
dred, forty and two.

59 And these wero they which went 
up from Tcl-mela, Tel-harsa, Che¬ 
rub, Addan, and Immer; but they 
could not show their father’s house, 
and their seed, whether they were of 
Israel; 

60 The children of Delaiah, the 
children of Tobiah, the children of 
Nckodah, six hundred fifty and two. 

61 And of the children of the 
priests; the children of Habaiah, the 
children of Koz, the children of Bar- 
zillai; which took a wife of tho daugh¬ 
ters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and 
was called after their name ; 

62 These sought their register 
among those that were reckoned by 
genealogy, but they were not found; 
thereforo were they, as polluted, put 
from tho priesthood. 

63 And the Tirshatha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of tho 
most holy things, till there stood up 
a priest with Urirn and with Thum- 
mim. 

64 Tho whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three 
hundred and threo-soore, 

65 Besidos their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and

•eren; and there were among them I month began they to offer burnt offer- 


two hundred singing men and singing 
women. 

66 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hun¬ 
dred forty and five; 

67 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five; their asses, six thousand 
seven hundred and twenty. 

68 And somo of the ohief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house 
of the Lord which is at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God to 
Bet it up in his place; 

69 They gave after their ability 
unto the treasure of the work three¬ 
score and ono thousand drams of 
gold, and five thousand pounds of 
silver, and one hundred priosts' gar¬ 
ments. 

70 So the priests, and the Levitcs, 
and some of the people, and the sing¬ 
ers, and the porters, and the Ncthi- 
nim, dwelt in their cities, and all 
Israel in their cities. 

CIIAPTKR III. 

Tht altar set up — Offerings — Workmen — 
The foundatioju of the tcmplt are laid. 
NI> when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel 
wero in the cities, the people ga¬ 
thered themselves together ab ono 
man to Jerusalem. 

2 Then stood up Jeshun the eon of 
Jozadnk, and his brothren the priests, 
and Zerubabhel Ibe son of Shealtiel, 
and bis brethron, and builded the 
altar of tho God of Israel, to offer 
burnt offerings thereon, as it is writ¬ 
ten in the law of Moses the man of 
God. 

3 And they set tho altar upon hie 
bases; for fear was upon them be¬ 
cause of tho people of those coun¬ 
tries; and they offered burnt offerings 
(hereon unto the Lord, even burnt 
offerings morning and evening. 

4 They kept also tho feast of taber- 
nnotes as it is written, and offered 
the daily burnt offerings by number, 
according to the custom, as the duty 
of every day required; 

6 And afterward offered the oon- 
tlnual burnt offering, both of tho new 
moons, and of all the set feasts of the 
Lori that wore consecrated, and of 
every one that willingly offered a 
free-will offering unto tho Lord. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 


ings unto the Lord. But the founda¬ 
tion of tho temple of the Lord was not 
yet laid. 

7 They gave inonoy also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters; and 
meat, and drink, and oil, onto them 
of Zidon, and to thorn of Tyre, to 
briDg cedar trees from Lebanon to 
the sea of Joppa, according to the 
grant that they had of Cyrus king of 
Persia. 

8 Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the houso of God at Jo- 
rusalom, in tho second month, began 
Zerubbahel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Joshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the Levitcs, and all they that 
were come out of the captivity unto 
Jerusalem; and appointed the Lo- 
vites, from twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, lo act forward the work of the 
house of the Lord. 

9 Then stood Joshua with his sons 
and his brethren, Kndmiel and his 
sons) tho sons of Judah, together, to 
set forward tho workmen in the 
houso of God; the eons of Henadad, 
with their sons and their brethren the 
Lovites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lord, 
they set tho priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph, with cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, after the ordinance of Da¬ 
vid king of Israel. 

11 And thoy eang together by oourse 
in praising and giving thanks unto 
the Lord; because he is good, for 
his meroy enduroth f6r ever toward 
Israel. And all the people shouted 
with a groat shout when tney praised 
the Lord, because the foundation of 
the house of the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and 
Levites and chief of the fathers, who 
were ancient mon, that had seen tho 
first house, when the foundation of 
this houso was laid before their eyes, 
wept with a loud voioe; and many 
shouted aloud for joy; 

13 So that the people could not 
discern tho noise of the shout of joy 
from the noise of the weeping of the 
people; for the people shouted with 
a loud shout, and tho noise was heard 
afar off. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

The advtrtariea hinder the budding of the 
temple. 

OW when the adversaries of Ju¬ 
dah and Benjamin heard that 
the children of the captivity builded 
the temple unto the Lord Qod of 
Israel; 

2 Then they came to Zerubabbel, 
and to the ohief of the fathers, and 
said unto them. Let ne build with 
you; for we seek your God as ye do; 
and we do sacrifice unto him since the 
days of Esar-baddon king of Assur, 
which brought us up hither. 

3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and 
the rest of the ohief of the fathers 
of Israel, said unto them. Ye have 
nothing to do with us to build a 
house unto our God; but we our¬ 
selves together will build unto the 
Lord God of Israel, as king Cyrus 
the king of Persia hath commanded 
us. 

4 Then the people of the land 
weakened the bands of the people of 
Judah, and troubled them in build¬ 
ing, 

6 And hired oounBellors against 
them, to frustrate their purpose, all 
the days of Cyrus king of Persia, 
even until the reign of Darius king 
of Persia. 

0 And in tho reign of Ahasuerus, 
in the beginning of his reign, wrote 
they unto him an accusation agoinst 
the inhabitants of Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem. 

7 And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the rest of their companions, 
unto Artaxerxes king of Persia; and 
the writing of the letter was written 
in the Syrian tongue, and interpreted 
in the Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this sort; 

9 Thon wrote Rehum the ohanocl- 
lor, and Shimshai the scribe, and the 
rest of their companions; the Dina- 
ites, the Apbarsathobitcs, tbe Tarpel- 
Ites, tbe Apbarsites, tho Arcbevites, 
the Babylonians, tbe Susanchites, tho 
Dehavites, and the Elamites, 

10 And the rest of the nations 
whom the great and noble Asnapper 
Drought over, and eel in the oilies of 


Samaria, and the rest that are on 
this side the river, and at Buch a 
lime. 

11 This is the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king ; Thy servants 
the men on this side the river, and 
at such a time. 

12 Be it known nnto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee to 
us are come nnto Jerusalem, building 
the rebellious and the bad city, and 
have set up tho walls thereof, and 
joined the foundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they not 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and so 
thou shalt endamage the revenue of 
the kings. 

14 Now because we have main 
tenance from the king’s palace, and it 
was not meet for us to sec the king's 
dishonour, therefore have we sent and 
certified the king ; 

15 That search may be made in tbe 
book of the records of thy fathers: 
so shalt thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city is 
a rebellious city, and hurtful UQto 
kings and provinces, and that they 
have moved sedition within the same 
of old time; for which cause was this 
city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
ehalt have no portion on this side the 
river. 

17 Then sent tho king an answer 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and to 
Shimshai the scribe, and to the rest 
of their companions that dwell in 
Samaria, and unto the rest beyond 
the river, Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter whioh ye BeDt unto 
us hath been plainly read before me. 

19 And I commanded, aud search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old tirno hath made in¬ 
surrection against kings, and that re¬ 
bellion and sedition have been made 
therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have 
ruled over all countries beyond the 
rivor; and toll, tribute, and oustom, 
was paid nnto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
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cause these men Lo cease, and that 
this city bo Dot builded, until an¬ 
other commandment shall be given 
from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this ; why should damage grow 
to tbo hart of tbo kings ? 

23 Now when the copy of kiDg 
Artaxerxes’ letter was read before 
Rohum, and Shimshai the soribe, 
and their companions, they went up 
in haste lo Jerusalem unto the Jews, 
and made them to cease by force and 
power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
houBo of Qod which iB at Jerusalem. 
So it ocased unto the second year of 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

CHAPTER V. 

Zerubbabtl and Jtihua tel forward the 
building of the temple. 

HEN the prophets, Haggni the 
prophet, and Zechariah the son 
of lddo, prophesied unto the Jews 
that wore in Judah and Jerusalem in 
the name of the God of Israel, even 
unto them. 

2 Then rose up Zeruhbahel the son 
of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of 
Juzadak, and began to build the 
house of God whioh is at Jerusalem; 
and with them were the prophets of 
God helping them. 

3 At tne same time oame to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the 
river, and Shcthar-boznai, and their 
companions, and said thus unto them, 
Who halh commanded you to build 
this house, and to make up this 
wall ? 

4 Then said we unto them after 
this manner, What are the names of 
the men that make this building ? 

5 But the eye of their God was 
upon the elders of the Jews, that Lhey 
could not oauso them to cease, till the 
matter oame to Darius; and then 
they returned answer by letter con¬ 
cerning this matter. 

0 The oopy of the lettor that Tat- 
nai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shcthar-boznai, and his com¬ 
panions the Apharsaobitos, whioh 
wore on Ibis side the river, sent unto 
Darius tho king; 

7 They scut a letter unto him, 
whereiu was written thus; Unto 
Darius the king, all peace. 

8 Bo it known unto the king, that 


we wont Into the province of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, whioh 
is builded with great stones, and 
timber is laid in the walU, and this 
work gooth fast on, and prosporetb 
in their hands. 

9 Then aBkcd we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who oommand- 
ed you to build this house, and to 
make up these walls 7 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 

11 And thus they returned us an¬ 
swer, saying, We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and 
huild tho house that was builded 
these many years ago, which a 
great king of Israel huilded and set 
up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into tho hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby¬ 
lon, the Chaldean, who destroyed this 
house, and carried the people away 
into Babylon. 

13 But in the firBt year of Cyrus the 
king of Babylon, the same king Cyrus 
made a dccroe to build this house of 
God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of tho house of God, whioh 
Nebuchadnezzar took out of the tem¬ 
ple that was in Jerusalem, and brought 
them into the temple of Babylon, 
those did Cyrus the king take out 
of tho temple of Babylon, and they 
were delivered unto one, whose name 
was Shoshbazzar, whom he had made 
governor; 

15 Aud said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, oarry them lDto the 
tcmplo that is in Jerusalem, and let 
tho house of God be builded in his 
place. 

10 Then came the same Sheshbaz- 
zar, and laid the foundation of the 
house of God whioh is in Jerusalem; 
and since that timo even until now 
hath it been in buildiDg, and yet it 
is not finishod. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good to 
the king, let there be search made 
in tho king’s treasuro house, whioh 
is thore at Babylon, whether it bo so, 
that a deoree was made of Cyrus the 
king to build this bouse of God at 
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Jerusalem, and let the king send his 
pleasure to us concerning this mat¬ 
ter. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Darius favoureth the building — 77 it temple u 

finished — The dedication — The passover. 
1IEN DariuB the king made a 
decree, and Benrch was made in 
the house of tho rolls, where the 
treasures were laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Ach- 
metha, in tho palace that is in the 
province of the Medes, a roll, and 
therein was a record thus written; 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the 
king, the same Cyrus tho king made 
a decree concerning the house of God 
at Jerusalem, Lei the house he huilded, 
the plac^ where they offered sacrifices, 
and let the foundations thereof be 
strongly laid; tho height thereof 
three-score cubits, and the breadth 
thereof three-score cubits; 

4 With three rows of great stones, 
aod a row of new timber; and let the 
expenses be given out of the king’s 
house; 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which is at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored, 
and brought again unto the temple 
whioh is at Jerusalem, every one to 
his place, and place them in the house 
of God. 

0 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
your companions tho Apharsachites, 
which are beyond tho river, be ye far 
from thcDce; 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone ; let the governor of the Jews 
and the elders of the Jews build Ibis 
house of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree wbat 
ye shall do to the elders of these 
Jews for the building of this house 
of God; that of the king's goods, 
even of the tribute beyond the river, 
forthwith expenses be given unto 
these men, that they be not hin¬ 
dered. 

0 And that which they have need 
of, both young bullooks, and rams, 
and lambs, for the burnt offerings of 
the God of heaven, wheat, salt, wino, 
and oil, aooording to the appointment 
of tbe priests which are at Jerusalem, 


let it be given thorn day by day with¬ 
out fail; 

10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto tbe God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of the king, and 
of his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever Bhall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his 
house, and being set up, let him be 
hanged thereon ; and let his house be 
made a dung-hill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings and people, that shall pat to 
their hand to alter and to destroy 
this house of God which is at Jeru¬ 
salem. I Darius have made a decree; 
let it be done with speed. 

13 Then Tatoai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Darius the king had sent, so 
they did speedily. 

14 -And the ciders of the Jews 
huilded, and they prospered through 
the prophesying of Ilaggai the prophet 
and Zcehariah the son of Iddo. And 
they huilded, and finished it, according 
to the commandment of tbe God of 
Israel, and according to the com¬ 
mandment of Cyrus, and Darius, and 
Artaxerxes king of Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the sixth year of tbo 
reign of Darius the king. 

10 And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of God 
with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of 
this house of God a hundred bullocks, 
two hundred rams, four hundred 
lambs; and for ft sin offering for all 
Israel, twelve he goats, according to 
the number of the tribe9 of Israel. 

10 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and tbe Levites in their 
courses, for the service of God, whioh 
is at Jerusalem; as it is written in 
the book of Mosob. 

19 And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth 
day of tbe first month. 

20 For the priests and the Levitef 
were purifiea together, all of them 
were pure, and killed the pnssovor 
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for all tho children of Ihe captivity, 
and for their brethren the priests, 
and for themselves. 

21 And tho children of Israel, which 
wore como again out of captivity, 
and all such as had separated them¬ 
selves unto them from tho filthiness 
of the heathen of the land, to seek 
the Lord God of Israel, did cat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy; for the 
Lord had made them joyful, and 
turned the heart of the king of 
Assyria unto them, to strengthen 
their hands in the work of tho house 
of God, the God of Israel.

8 And ho oamo to Jerusalem in the 
fifth month, which was in lho seventh 
year of tho king. 

9 For upon tho first day of lho first 
month began he to go up from Baby¬ 
lon, and on tho first day of tho fifth 
month oamo be to Jerusalem, accord¬ 
ing to the good hand of his God upon 
him. 

ID For Ezra had prepared bis heart 
to sock the law of the Lord, and to 
do it, and to toaoh in Israel statutos 
and judgments. 

11 Now this is tho oopy of tho lotter 
Lhat tbo king ArLaiorxes gave unto 


Ezra the priest, the scribe, even a 
scribe of the words of tho command¬ 
ments of the Lord, and of bis statutes 
to Israel. 

12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto 
Ezra tho priest, a scribe of the law 
of the God of heaven, perfect peace, 
and at such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that all they of 
the people of Israel, and of his 
priests and Lovites, in my realm, 
whioh are minded of their own free 
will to go up to Jerusalem, go with 
thee.

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee, and to thy brethren, to do 
with the rest of the silver and the 
gold, that do after the will of your 
God. 

19 Tho vessels also that are given 
Ihco for the service of tho house of 
thy God, those deliver thou before 
Ihe God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou ehalt have ocoasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king's 
treasure houso. 

21 And I, oven I Artaxorxes the 
king, do make a decreo to all tho 
treasurers whioh are beyond the riv¬ 
er, that whatsoever Ezra tho priest,

31 Then we departod from the river 
>f Ahava on the twelfth day of the 


first month, to go unto Jerusalem; 
and the hand of our God was upon 
us, and he delivered us from the hand 
of the enemy, and of suoh as lay in 
wait by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
abode there three days. 

33 Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God by 
the hand of Meremolh the son of 
Uriah tho priest; and with him was 
Eleazar tho son of Phinehas; and 
with them was Jozabad the eon of 
Joshua, and Noadiah the son of Bin- 
nui, Lcvites; 

34 By number and by weight of 
every one; and all the weight was 

j written at that time. 

35 Also the ohildren of those that 
had been carried away, which were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
burnt offerings unto the God of Israel, 
twelvo bullocks for all Israel, ninety 
and six rams, seventy and seven 
lambs, twelve ho goats for a sin offer¬ 
ing; all this was a burnt offering 
unto tho Lord. 

36 And they delivered the king's 
commissions unto the king's lieuten¬ 
ants, and to the governors on this 
side tho rivor; and they furthered 
tho people, and the house of God. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Affinity of the people with stranger »— Etra’t 
prayer. 

OW when these things were 
done, the princes oame to me, 
saying, The peoplo of Israel, and the 
priests, and lho Levites, have not 
separated themselves from the peo¬ 
ple of the lands, doing according to 
their ahominations, oven of the Ca- 
naanitce, tho Ililtiten, tho Porizzites, 
the Jobusites, the Ammonites, the 
Moabites, the Egyptians, and the 
Amorites. 

2 For they have taken of thoir 
daughters for themselves, and for 
thoir sons; so that the holy seed 
have mingled themselves with the 
peoplo of those lands; yea, lho hand 
of tne prinocs and r.ulors hath been 
ohiof in this trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, I 
ront my garment nnd my mantle, 
and pluoked off the hair of my head 
and of my hoard, and Bat down u- 
toniod. 
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4 Then were assembled unto me 
every one that trembled at the words 
of the God of Israel, because of the 
transgression ef those that had been 
oarried away; and I sat astonied 
until tho evening sacrifice. 

5 And at the evening sacrifice I 
arose np from my heaviness; and 
having rent my garment and my 
mantle, I fell upon my knees, and 
spread out my hands unto the Lord 
my God, 

6 And said, 0 my God, I am 
ashamed and blush to lift up my face 
to thee, my God; for our iniquities 
are increased over our head, and our 
trespass is grown up unto the hea¬ 
vens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers 
have we been in a great trespass 
unto this day; and for our iniquities 
have we, our kings, and our priests, 
been delivered into the hand of the 
kings of the lands, to tho sword, to 
aaptivity, and to a spoil, and to con¬ 
fusion of face, as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace 
hath beeD showed from the Lord our 
God, to leave us a remnant to escape, 
and to give us a nail in his holy 
place, that our God may lighten our 
eyes, and give us a little reviving in 
our bondage. 

9 For we were bond-men; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our 
bondage, but bath extended mercy 
onto us in the sight of the kings of 
Persia, to give us a reviving, to set 
np tho house of our God, and to re¬ 
pair the desolations thereof, and to 
give us a wall in Judah aud in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

10 And now, 0 our God, what shall 
wo say after ibis? for we have for¬ 
saken thy commandments, 

It Which thou hast commanded 
by thy servants the prophets, saying, 
The land, unto which ye go to pos- , 
Bess it, is an unclean laml with the 
filthiness of the people of the lands, 
with their abominations, which buve 
filled it from one end to another with 
their uncleanncss. 

12 Now therefore give not your 
daughters unto their sons, neither 
take their daughters unto your sons, 
nor seek their peace or their wealth 
for ever; that ye may be strong, and 
cat the good of the land, and leavo 


It for an inheritance to your children 
for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon 
ub for our evil deeds, and for our 
great trespass, seeing that thou our 
God hast punished us less than our 
iniquities deserve, and hast given as 
each deliverance as this ; 

14 Should wo again break thy 
commandments, and join in affinity 
with the people of these abomina¬ 
tions? wonldest not thou be angry 
with us till thou hadst consumed us, 
so that there should be no remnant 
nor escaping? 

15 0 Lord God of Israel, thou art 
righteous; for we remain yet escaped, 
as it is this day; behold, we are be¬ 
fore thee in our trespasses; for we 
oannot stand before thee because of 
this. 

CHAPTER X. 

Strange marriiiyi—Thf people repent 
OW when Ezra had prayed, and 
when he had confessed, weep¬ 
ing and casting himself down before 
the house of God, there assembled 
unto him out of Israel a very great 
congregation of men and women 
aud children; for the people wept 
very sore. 

2 And Shechaninh the son of Jehiel. 
one of the sons of Elam, answered 
and said unto Ezra, We have tres¬ 
passed against our God, and have 
taken strange wives of the people of 
the land; yet now there is hope ir. 
Israel concerning this thing. 

3 Now therefore let us make a cove¬ 
nant with our God to put away all 
the wives, and such as arc born of 
them, according to the counsel of my 
lord, and of those that tremble at the 
commandment of our God; and lei ii 
be done according to the law. 

4 Arise; for this matter belonged) 
unto thee; we also will be with thee, 
be of good courage, and do it. 

5 Then arose Ezra, and made the 
chief priests, the Levites, aud all Is¬ 
rael, to swear that they should do 
according to this word. And they 
swarc. 

6 Then Ezra rose up from before 
the house of God, and went into llie 
ohnmbcr of Johnnan the son of Eliu- 
shib; and when he came thitlicr, he 
did cat no bread, nor drink water: 
for he mourned because of the trans 



gressioD of them that had been oar- 
riod away. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem 
unto all the children of tho captivity, 
that they should gather thcuiBclves 
together uoto Jerusalem; 

8 And that whosoever would not 
oome within throe days, according to 
the oounsel of the princes and the 
elders, all hie substance should bo 
forfeited, and himself separated from 
the congregation of Lhasa that had 
hecn carried away. 

9 Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves to¬ 
gether unto Jerusalem within three 
days. It was the ninth month, on 
the twentieth day of Lhc month; and 
all the pooplo sat in the street of tho 
house of God, trembling because of 
this matter, and for tbe great rain. 

tO And Ezra the priest stood up, 
and said unto them, Ye have trans¬ 
gressed, and have taken strange 
wives, to iucroaso the trespass of Is¬ 
rael. 

11 Now therefore make oonfession 
unto tho Lord God of your fathers, 
and do hia pleasure; and separato 
yourselvus from tho people of the 
laud, and from the strango wives. 

12 Then all the congregation an¬ 
swered and said with a loud voice, 
As thou hast said, so must wo do. 

13 But the people are many, and it 
is a time ol' much rain, and we aro 
not able to stand without, neither is 
this a work of one day or two; for 
wo arc many that have transgressed 
in this thing. 

14 LoL now our rulers of all tho 
oongregation stand, and let all thorn 
which have taken strango wivos in 
our cities couio at appointed times, 
and with them the elders of every 
oily, and tho judges thereof, until 
the tierce wrath of our God for this 
mattor be turned from us. 

15 Only Jonathan the son of Asahol 
and Jalumah the sou of Tikvah were 
employed about this matter; and 
Mcshullam and Shabbotbai tho Le- 
vite helped them. 

LG And the eltildreu of the captivity 
did so. And Ezra tbe priest, with 
certain chief of the fathers, after the 
house of their fathers, and all of them 
by their uamos, were separated, and 
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sat down in the first day of the tenth 
month to examine the matter. 

17 And they made an eDd with all 
the men that had taken strange 
wives by the first day of the first 
month. 

18 And among the sons of the 
priosts there were found that had 
taken strange wives; namely, of the 
sons of Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
and his brethren: Maaseiah, and 
Eliezer, and Jarib, and Gedaliah. 

19 And they gave their hands that 
they would put away their wives; 
and being guilty, they offered a ram 
of the flock for their trespass. 

20 And of the sons of Iinmer; Ha- 
nani, and Zchadiah. 

21 And of tho sons of Qarim ; Maa¬ 
seiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah, 
and Jchiel, and Usziah. 

22 And of the sons of Pashnr; 
Eliocnai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Ne- 
thauecl, Jozabad, and Elasah. 

23 Also of the Levites; Jozabad, 
and Shiwoi, and Kelai&h, (the same 
is Kelita,) Peth&hi&h, Judah, and 
Eliczcr. 

24 Of the singers also; Eliashib; 
and of the porters; Shallum, and 
Telcm, and Uri. 

25 Moreover of Israel; of Lho sons 
of Parosh ; Ramiah, and Joziah, and 
Malohiah, and Mi&min, and Eleazar, 
and Malchijah, and Ben&iah. 

26 And of the sons of Elam; Mat- 
l&niah, Zcchariah, and Jehiel, and 
Abdi, and Jeremoth, and Eliah. 

27 AdJ of tho sons of Zallu ; Elio- 
onai, Eliashib, M&ttaniah, and Jere- 
molh, and Zabad, and Aziza. 

28 Of the sons also of Bebai; 
Johobauan, Ilananiah, Zabb&i, and 
Athlai. 

29 And of tho sons of Buni ; Me- 
shullam, Malluch, and Adaiah, Jash- 
ub, and Sheal, and Ramoth.

THE BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

Nehemwh fastelh and praytih. 

IIE words of Nehemiah the boo 
of Hachaliah. And it came to 
pose in the month Chisleu, in the 
twentieth year, as I was in Shushan 
the palace, 

2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and I asked them concerning the 
Jews that had escaped, which were 
left of the captivity, and concerning 
Jerusalem. 

3 And they said unto me, The rem¬ 
nant that are left of the captivity 
there in tho province are in great 
affliction and reproach; the wall of 
Jerusalem also is broken dowD, and 
tho gates thereof are burned with 
fire. 

4 And it came to pass, when I heard 
these words, that I sat down and 
wept, and mourned certain days, and 
fasted, and prayed before the God of 
heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thcc, 0 Lord 
God of heaven, tho great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them that love him and 
observe his commandments; 

6 Let thino ear now be attontivo, 
and thine eyes opon, that thou may- 
est hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thcc now, day 
and night, for the children of Israel 
thy servants, and confess tho sins of 
the children of Israel, which we 
have Binned against thco; both I 
and my father's house have sinned. 

7 Wo have dealt very corruptly 
against thcc, and have not kept the 
oommandments, nor the statutos, nor 
the judgments, which thou command- 
edst thy servant Moses. 


8 Remember, I beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy 
servant Moses, saying, If ye trans¬ 
gress, I will scatter yon abroad 
among the nations; 

9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them 
though there were of you cast out 
unLo- the uttermost part of the hea¬ 
ven, yet will I gather them from 
thence, and will bring them unto the 
place that I have chosen to set my 
name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy great power, and by thy 
stroDg hand. 

11 0 Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to the prayer of 
thy servants, who desire to fear thy 
name; and prosper, I pray thee, thy 
servant this day, and grant him 
mercy in the sight of this man. For 
I was the king’s cup-bearer.

CHAPTER IV. 

Nthemiah armeth Die labourert. 

UT it cawo to pass, that when 
Sanballat heard that wc builded 
the wall, bo waB wroth, and took groat 
indignation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren 
and tho armj of Samaria, and said, 
What do these feeble Jews? will 
they fortify theoisolvcB? will Lhey 
sacrifice? will Lhoy mako an end in a 
day? will they revive tho stones out 
of the heaps of the rubbish which are 
burned? 

3 Now Tobiah the Aramomto was 
by him, end ho said, Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall 
even break down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, 0 our God; for wo are des¬ 
pised; and turn thoir reproach upon 
their own head, and give them for a 
prey in tho land of captivity; 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their sin be blotted out from 
before thoo, for they have provoked 
thee to anger hefore the huildors. 

0 8o built we the wall; and all tho 
wall was joined togethor unto tho 
half thereof; for the people had a 
mind to work. 

7 But it came to pass, that whon 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, aud the Ara¬ 
bians, and the Ammonites, and tho 
Ashdodites heard that the walls of 
Jerusalem were mado up, and that 
the breaches began to bo slopped, 
then they were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them toge¬ 
ther to come and fight against Jeru¬ 
salem, and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made oar prayer 


unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 

10 And Judah said, The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is deoayed, and 
there is much rubbish; so that we are 
not able to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in tho midst among them, ana 
slay them, and cause the work to 
cease. 

12 And it came to pass, Lhat when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times, From all 
places whence yo shall return unto 
us they will bo upon yon. 

13 Therefore set I in the lower places 
behind the wall, and on the higher 
places, I even set the people after 
their families with their swords, their 
spears, and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said unto tho nobles, and to the 
rulers, and to the rest of the people, 
Be not ye afraid of them; romember 
I he Lord, which is great and terrible, 
aud fight for your brethren, your sons, 
and your daughters, your wives and 
your houses. 

15 And it oamo to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought their 
counsel to naught, that we returned 
all of us to tho wall, evory one unto 
his work. 

16 And it came to pass from thal 
time forth, that tho half of my ser¬ 
vants wroughL in the work, and tho 
other half of them hold both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, and 
the habergeons; and the rulers wore 
behind all the houses of Judah. 

17 They which builded on tho wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with 
those that laded, every one with one 
of his hands wrought in tho work, 
and with the other hand hold a 
weapon. 

16 For tho builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 And I said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to tbo rest of the 
people, The work is great aud large, 
and we aro separated upon the wall, 
one far from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hoar 
the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
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thither unto ub; our God Bhall fight I of our God because of the reproach 
for ub. of tbe heathen our enemies ? 


21 Bo wo laboured in the work; and 
half of them held the speare from the 
rifling of tho morning till the stare 
appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 
I unto the people, Let every one with 
his servant lodge within Jerusalem, 
that in the night they may be a guard 
to us, and labour on the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
nor my servantB, nor the men of the 
guard whioh followed me, none of ub 
put off our clothes, saving that every 
one put them off for washing. 

CHAPTER V. 

The. Jews complain—yehemiah rebtrfeeth the 
usurers—Ht forUartlh hii own allowance. 
ND there was a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against 
their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many; 
therefore we tako up oom for them, 
that we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there wore that said, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine¬ 
yards, and houses, that we might buy 
oorn, because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said, We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that upon our lands and 
vineyards. 

5 Yet now our flesh is as the flesh 
of our brethren, our ohildren as their 
ohildren; and, lo, we bring into 
bondage our sons and our daughters 
to bo servants, and some of our daugh¬ 
ters are brought into bondage already; 
neither is it in our power to redeem 
them, for other men have our lands 
and vineyards. 

6 And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, aud 
I rebuked tho nobles, and the rulers, 
and said unto them, Ye exact usury, 
every one of his brother. And I set 
a great assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We, after 
our ability, have redeemed our bre¬ 
thren the Jews, which were sold unto 
the heathen; and will ye even Bell 
your brethren? or shall they bo sold 
unto us? Then held they their peace, 
and found nothing to answer. 

9 Also I said, It is not good that ye 
do; onght ye not to walk in tbe fear 


10 I likewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of them 
money and corn; I pray you, let uj 

| leave off this usury. 

11 EeBtore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their vine- 
yards, their oliveyards, and their 
houses, also the hundredth part of 
the money, and of the corn, the wine, 
and the oil, that ye exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and will require nothing of 
them; so will we do ae thou sayesL 
Thon I called the priests, and took 
an oath of them, that they Bhould do 
according to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, 
So God shake out every man from 

i his house, and from his labour, that 
1 performeth not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
And all the congregation said, Amen, 
and praised the Lord. And the peo¬ 
ple did according to this promise. 

14 Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor 
in the land of Judah, from the twen¬ 
tieth year even unto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, 
that is, twelve years, I and my bre¬ 
thren have not eaten the bread of the 
governor. 

15 But the former governors that 
had been before me were ohargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of 
them bread and wine, besides forty 
Bbekele of silver; yea, even their ser¬ 
vants bare rule over the people ; but 
so did not I, beoause of the fear of 
God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the work 
of this wall, ueithor bought we any 
land; and all my servants were ga¬ 
thered thither uDto the work. 

17 Moreovor there were at my ta- 
blo a hundred and fifty of the Jews 
and rulere, besides those that came 
unto us from among the heathen that 
are about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared 
for me daily was one ox and six onoice 
sheep ; also fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in ten days store of all 
sorts of wino ; yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be¬ 
cause the bondage waa heavy upon 
this people. 
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19 Think upon me, my God, for 
good, according to all that I have 
done for this people. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Sanballat seeJceih to terrify Nrhemtah—The 
work it finished. 

OW it oame to pans, when San- 
ballat, and Tobiah, and Geshcm 
the Arabian, and the.rest of our ene¬ 
mies, hoard that I had builded the 
wall, and that there was no breach 
loft therein; (though at that time I 
had not sot up tho doors upon the 
gatos;) 

2 That Sanballat and Geshcm Bent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages 
In the plain of Ono. But thoy thought 
to do me misohief. 

3 And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down ; why should 
the work coase, whilst I loavo it, and 
come down to you ? 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

6 Wherein was written, It is report¬ 
ed among the heathen, and Gashmu 
sailh it, that thou and the Jews think 
to rebel; for which cause thou build- 
ost the wall, that thou rnayest be their 
king, according to these words. 

7 And thou bast also appointed pro- 
ohets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying, There is a king in Judah ; 
and now shall it be reported to the 
king aocording to these words. Come 
now therefore, and let us take counsel 
together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no suoh things done aB 
thou sayest, but thou feignest them 
out of thino own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, say¬ 
ing, Their hands shall be Weakened 
from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, 0 God, strengthen my 
hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house 
of Bhemaiah the son of Dolaiah tho 
sou of Mehetabeol, who was shut up; 
and he said, Let us moot together in 
the house of God, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the temple; 
Vr they will oome to slay thee; yea. 


in the night will they come to slay 
theo. 

11 And I said. Should such a man 
as I fleo ? and who is mine euemy, 
that suoh a man as I would go into 
the temple to save his life? I will 
not go in. 

12 And, lo, I perceived that God 
had not sent him; but that he pro¬ 
nounced this prophecy against me; 
for Tobiah and Sanballat bad hired 
him. 

13 Therefore should I bo afraid of 
him be hired, and do so as he said, 
and sin; and that they might have 
me for an evil report, that they might 
reproaoh me? 

14 My God, think thoa upon To¬ 
biah and Sanballat aocording to these 
their works, and on the prophotess 
Noadiah, and the rest of the proph¬ 
ets, that would have put me in fear. 

15 So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and filth day of the month 
Elul, in fifty and two days. 

16 And it oarno to pass, that whon 
all our encmios heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that were about us saw 
theso thiugs, they were muoh oast 
down in their own eyes; for they 
perceived that this work was wrought 
of our God. 

17 Moroover in those days the nobles 
of Judah sent many letters unto To¬ 
biah, and the letters of Tobiah oame 
unto them. 

18 For thero woro many in Judah 
sworn unto him, booause he waB the 
son-in-law of Sheohaniah the son of 
Arab; and his Bon Johanan had ta¬ 
ken the daughter of Meshullam the 
son of Bereohiah. 

19 Also they reportod his good deeds 
before mo, and uttored my words to 
him. And Tobiah sent letters to pat 
me in fear. 

CHAPTER VIL 

Nehemiah commitletf i the charge of Jerusa¬ 
lem to Hanani and nananiOA—Oeneatopy 
of them which came at the Jlrtt out of Baby¬ 
lon—Their oblations. 

OW it came to pass, when the 
wall waB built, and I had set up 
the doors, and theportere and the sing¬ 
ers and the Levitos were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother Hanani, 
and Uananiah tho ruler of tho palaoe, 
oharge ovor Jerusalem ; for he was a 
faithful man, and fearod God above 
many. 
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3 And I eaid unto them, Let not the 
galea of Jerusalem be opened until 
the sun bo hot; and while they stand 
by, let tbem shut the doors, and bar 
them; aod appoint watches of the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, every one 
in bis watch, and every one to be 
over against his house. 

4 Now the city was Urge and great; 
but the people wore few therein, and 
the houses were not builded. 

5 And my God put into mine heart 
to gather together the nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
be reckoned by genealogy. And I 
found a register of the genealogy of 
them which came up nt the first, and 
found written therein, 

6 Theso are the children of tho 
province, that went up out of the 
captivity, of those that had been 
carried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried 
away, and came again to Jerusalem 
and to J udab, every one unto his city; 

7 Who came with Zerubbabel, Je- 
shua, Nchemiah, Azariah, Raamiah, 
NahamaDi, Mordecai, Bilshan, Mis- 
pereth, Bigvai, Nohum, Baanah. The 
number, I say, of the men of the 
people of Israel was this ; 

8 The children of Parosh, two thou¬ 
sand a hundred seventy and two. 

9 The children of Shcpbatiah, three 
hundred seventy and two. 

10 The children of Arab, seven hun¬ 
dred seventy and Gvc. 

11 Tho children of Pahath-moab, 
of (bo children of Jeshua and Joab, 
two thousand and eight hundred and 
twelve. 

12 Tho ohildren of Elam, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred fifty and four. 

13 Tho children of Zattu, eighthun- 
dred forty and eight. 

14 Tho children of Zaccai, seven 
hundred and three-score. 

15 Tho children of Bani, six hun¬ 
dred forty and two. 

10 The children of Bcbai, six hun¬ 
dred twenty and three. 

17 The children of Azgad, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred twenty and two. 

IS The children of Adonikam, six 
hundred sixty and six. 

19 The children of Bigvai, two 
thousand fifty and six. 

20 The children of AdiD, four hun- 
dred fifty and four. 


21 The children of Ater of Hete- 
kiah, ninety and eight. 

22 The children of llaahnm, two 
hundred twenty and three. 

23 Tho children of Bezai, three hun¬ 
dred twenty and three. 

24 The children of Jorah, a hundred 
and twelve. 

25 The children of Qiheon, ninety 
and five. 

26 Tbo men of Belh-lehem and 
Nelophah, a hundred four-score and 
eight. 

27 The men of Anatlioth.a hundred 
twenty and eight. 

23 The men of Beth-azmaveth, 
forty and two. 

29 The men of Kirjath-jearim, 
Chephirah, and Bceroth, seven hun¬ 
dred forty and three. 

30 The men of Ramah and Gaba, 
six hundred twenty and one. 

31 The men of Michmas, a hundred 
and twenty and two. 

32 The men of Bcth-cl aod Ai, two 
hundred twenty and three. 

33 The men of tho other Nebo, fifty 
and two. 

34 The children of the other Elam, 
a thousand two hundred fifty and 
four. 

35 Tho children of Harim, three 
hundred and twenty. 

36 The children of Jericho, three 
hundred forty and five. 

37 The children of Lod, Hadid, and 
Ono, seveD hundred twenty and five. 

3S The ohildren of Senaah, three 
thousand nine hundred and thirty. 

39 The priests; the children of 
Jedaiah, of the house of Jeshua, nine 
hundred seventy and three. 

40 The children of Immer, a thou¬ 
sand fifty and two. 

41 The ohildren of Pashur, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred forty and seven. 

42 The children of Harim, a thou¬ 
sand and seventeen. 

43 The Levites; the ohildren of 
Jeshua, of Kadmiel, and of the ohil¬ 
dren of Hodcvah, soventy and four. 

44 The singers of the ohildren of 
Asaph, a hundrod twenty and eight. 

45 Tho porters; the ohildren of 
Shallum, the ohildren of Ater, the 
ohildren of Talmon, the children of 
Akkub, tho ohildren of Hatita, the 
ohildren of Shobai, a hundred thirty 
and nine. 
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46 The Ncthinim ; the children of 
Zihn, the children of Hashupha, the 
children of Tnbbaolh, 

47 The children of Keros, the chil¬ 
dren of Sia, the children of Padon, 

48 The children of Lebana, the 
ohildrcn of Hagaba, the children of 
Bhalmai, 

49 The ohildren of Hanan, the chil¬ 
dren of Giddel, the children of 
Gahar, 

50 The ohildren of Rcaiah, the chil¬ 
dren ofRezin, the children of Nekoda, 

51 The children of Gazzam, tho 
ohildrcn of Uzza, the ohildren of 
Phascab, 

52 The children of Beaai, the 
children of Meunim, the children of 
Nephishosinr 

53 Tho children of Bakbuk, the 
children of Qakupha, the children of 
Harhur, 

54 The children of Bazlith, the 
children of Mchida, tho children of 
Harsha, 

65 The children of Barkos, the chil¬ 
dren of Sisern, Lhc children of Tamah, 

56 Tho children of Ncziah, the 
children of Ilatipha, 

57 The children of Solomon's ser¬ 
vants; tho children of Solai, the 
children of Sophcrcth, the children 
of l’erida, 

58 Tho children of Jaala, the chil¬ 
dren of Darkon, tho ohildrcn of 
Giddel, 

59 The children of Shephatiah, the 
children of JIattil, the children of 
Pocborcth of Zcbaim, the children of 
Anion. 

60 All the Ncthinim, and the chil¬ 
dren of Solomon’s servants, wore 
three hundred ninety and two. 

61 And these were they which went 
up also from Tel-inelah, Tcl-haresha, 
Cherub, Addon, und Immer; but they 
could not show their father’s house, 
nor their seed, whether they wore of 
Israel. 

62 The children of Dclftiah, the 
ohildren of Tobiuh, the ohildrcn of 
Nekoda, six hundred fifty and two. 

63 And of tbo priests; the children 
of Ilabaiuh, the children of Koz, tho 
ohildrcii of Damllai, which took one 
of the daughters of Barzillai the 
Gileudito to wife, and was called after 
their name. 

64 T □cse sought their register among 


those that were reckoned by gcneal- 
ogy, but it was not found; therefore 
were they, as polluted, put from the 
priesthood. 

65 And the Tirshatha said unto 
them, that they Bhould noteat of tho 
most holy things, till there stood up 
a priest with Urim and Thummim. 

66 Tho whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three 
hundred and three-score, 

67 Besides their man-servants and 
their maid-servants, of whom there 
were seven thousand three hundred 
thirty and seven; and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men 
and singing women. 

63 Their horses, seven hundred 
thirty and six ; their mules, two hun¬ 
dred forty and five; 

69 Thoir camels, four hundred thirty 
and five ; six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The 
Tirshatha gave to the treasure a 
thousand drams of gold, fifty basins, 
fivo hundred and thirty priests' 
garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave to the treasure of the 
work twenty thousand drams of gold, 
and two thousand and two hundred 
pounds of silvor. 

72 And that whioh tho reBt of the 
people gave was twenty thousand 
drama of gold, and two thousand 
pounds of silver, and three-soore and 
seven priests’ garments. 

73 So the priestB, and the Levitee, 
and the porters, and tho singers, and 
some of the people, and tho Ncthinim, 
and all Israel, dwelt in their oities; 
and when the sevonth month came, 
tho children of Israel were in their 
oities. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The manner qf expounding the Uiw —77i« 
/east of tabernacles. 

ND all tho people gathered them¬ 
selves together as one man into 
(he street that was before tho water 
gate ; and they spake unto Ezra the 
eoribo to bring the book of the law of 
Moses, whioh the Lord had com¬ 
manded to Israel. 

2 Aud Ezra tho priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women, and all that oould 
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hear with understanding, upon tho 
first day of tho seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until mid-day, be¬ 
fore the men and the women, and 
those that could understand; and the 
ears of all tho people were attentive 
unto the book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the ecrihe stood upon 
a pulpit of wood, which they had 
made for the purposo ; and beside him 
stood Mattithiah, and Shema, and 
Anaioh, and Urijah, and Uilkiab, and 
Maasciah, on his right hand ; and on 
his left hand, Pedaiah, and Mishacl, 
and Malcbiab, and llashum, and 
Hashb&dana, Zechariah, and Meshnl- 
lam. 

5 And Ezra oponed tho book in 
the sight of all the people; (for he 
was above all the people;) and when 
he opened it, all tho people stood 
up; 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the 
great Qod. And all the people an¬ 
swered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands; and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the Lord with 
their facos to the ground. 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and She- 
rebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
Hodijah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, 
Jozabftd, Ilanan, Pelaiah, and the 
Levitoa, caused tho people to under¬ 
stand the law; and the people stood 
in their place. 

8 So they read in tho book in the 
law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to understand 
the reading. 

9 And Nehemiah, which is the Tir- 
shatha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught 
the people, said unto all the people, 
This day is holy unto the Lord your 
God; mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard the 
words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go 
your way, cat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto them 
for whom nothing is prepared; for 
this day is holy unto our Lord; 
neither be ye sorry ; for the joy of the 
Lord is your strength. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the peo- 

S le, saying, Hold your peace, for the 
ay is holy ; neither be ye griovod. 


12 And all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to send 
portions, and to make great mirth, 
because they had understood the 
words that were declared unto them. 

13 And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the 
fathers of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the soribe, 
even to understand the words of the 
law. 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the Lord had commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the feast 
of the seventh month ; 

15 And that they should publish 
and proclaim in all their cities, and 
in Jerusalem, saying, Go furth unto 
tho mount, and fetch olive branches, 
and pine branches, and myrtle 
branches, and palm branches, and 
branches of thick trees, to make 
booths, as it is written. 

16 So the peoplo went forth, and 
hrought them, and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of 
his house, and in their courts, and in 
the courts of the house of Qod, and 
in the street of the water gate, and 
in the street of the gate of Ephraim. 

17 And all the congregation of 
them that were come again out of 
the captivity made hooths, and sat 
nnder the booths; for since the days 
of Jeshua the sou of Nun unto that 
day had not the children of Israel 
done so. And thero was very great 
gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of Qod. And they 
kept the feast seven days; and on 
the eighth day was a solemn assem¬ 
bly, according unto the manner. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Repentant* of the people —J7ie Levites mdfa 
a religious confession of God's goodness 
and their wickedness. 

N OW in the twenty and fourth 
day of this month the children 
of Israel wore assembled with fasting, 
and with sackclothes, and earth upon 
them. 

2 And the seed of Israol separated 
themselves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed Ihoir sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place. 
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and read in Lhe hook of the law of 
the Lord tlioir God one fourth part 
of the day ; and another fourth part 
they confessed, and worshipped Lhe 
Lord their liod. 

4 Then stood un upon the stairs, 
of Lhe Lcvitcs, Jcsbua, and Bani, 
Kadtniel, Shebaniah, Buoni, Shore- 
biflh, Bani, and Chonnui, and cried 
with a loud voice uuto the Lord their 
Uod. 

5 Then the Lcvitcs, Joshua, and 
Kadmicl, Bani, Ilashabniah, Shcro- 
hiah, llodijah, Shebaniah, and Petha- 
hiah, said, Stand up and hlcss the 
Lord y«»ur God for ever and ever; 
and blessed bo thy glorious name, 
which is exalted above all blessing 
and praise. 

6 Thou, oven thou, art Lord alone ; 
thou hast made heaven, tho heaven 
of heavens, with all their host, the 
earth, and all things that are therein, 
the seas, and all that is therein, and 
thou preservest them all; and the 
host of heaven worshipped Lhee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God, who 
didst chooso Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of tho Chaldees, 
and gaveet him tho name of Ahra- 
ham ; 

8 And foundcel his heart faithful 
before thee, and madoet a covenant 
with him to give tho land of the Ca- 
naanitee, the UittitC9, tho Amorites, 
and lhe Porizzites, and tho Jebusitoe, 
and the Girgashitee, to give it, I say, 
to his seed, and hast performed thy 
words; for thou art righteous; 

9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardost their 
cry by the Red sea; 

10 And showodst signs and wonders 
upon Tharaoh, and on all his ser¬ 
vants, aud on all the people of his 
land; for thou knewest that they 
doalt proudly against them. So didst 
thou got lhee a name, as it is this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea 
before them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on tho dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into (he deeps, as a stone into tho 
mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou loddest them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar; and in 
the night by a pillar of fire, to give 
them light in the way wherein they 
■hould go. 


637 

13 Thou earnest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good stat¬ 
utes and commandments; 

14 And uiadest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, by 
tho hand of Moses thy servant; 

15 And gavest them broad from 
heaven for their hunger, and brought¬ 
est forth water for them out of the 
rock for their thirst, and proinisedst 
them that they should go in to pos¬ 
sess the Innd which thou hadst sworn 
to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened thoir necks, 
and hearkened not to thy command¬ 
ments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that 
thou didst among them ; but hard¬ 
ened their necks, and in thoir rebel¬ 
lion Appointed a captain to return to 
their bondage; hut thou art a God 
ready to pardon, gracious and merci¬ 
ful, slow to auger, and of great kind¬ 
ness, and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them 
a molten calf, and said, This is thy 
God that brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and had wrought great provo¬ 
cations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mer¬ 
cies forsookest them not in the wil¬ 
derness ; the pillar of (be cloud de¬ 
parted not from them hy day, to lead 
them in the way; neither the pillar 
of fire by night, to show them light, 
and the way wherein they should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good Spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest 
not thy manna from their mouth, and 
gavost thorn water for thoir thirst. 

21 Yoa, forty years didst thou sus¬ 
tain them in the wildernoss, so that 
thoy lacked nothing; their olothes 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled 
not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them 
kingdoms and nations, and didst 
divide them into oorners; so thoy 

f assessed the land of Sihon, and the 
and of the king of Heehbon, and 
the land of Og king of Baehan. 

23 Their children also multipli- 
edst thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, eon- 
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corning which Lhon hadet promised 
to their fathers, that they should go 
in to possess it. 

24 So the children went in and 
possessed the land, and thou sub- 
duedst before them the inhabitants of 
the land, the Canaanites, and gavest 
them into their hands, with their 
kings, and the people of the land, 
that they might do with them as they 
would. 

25 And they look strong cities, and 
a fat land, and possessed houses full 
of all goods, wellB digged, vineyards, 
and oliveyards, and fruit trees in 
abundance; so they did cat, and were 
filled, and became fat, and delighted 
themselves in thy great goodness. 

28 Nevertheless they were disobe¬ 
dient, and rebelled against thee, and 
cast thy law behind their backs, and 
slew thy prophets which testified 
against them to turn them to thee, 
and they wrought great provocations. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, \vho 
vexed them ; and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thcc, 
thou heardest them from heaven; 
and according to thy manifold mer¬ 
cies thou gavest them saviours, who 
saved them out of the hand of their 
enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thco; therefore 
leftest thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the do¬ 
minion over them; yet when they 
returned, and oried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven; and 
many limes didst thou deliver them 
according to thy mercies; 

29 And teetiOedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them again 
unto thy law; yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy com¬ 
mandments, but sinned against thy 
judgments, (which if a man do, ho 
shall live in them;) and withdrew the 
shoulder, and hardened their neck, 
and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst tbou 
forbear them, and tostifiedst against 
them by thy Spirit in thy prophets; 
yet would they uot givooar; there¬ 
fore gavest thou them into tbo hand 
of the people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mer¬ 
cies' sake thon didst not utterly oon- 


sume them, nor forsake them ; for 
thou art a gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who kcepcst covenant and mer¬ 
cy, let not all the trouble seem little 
before thee, that hath come upon us, 
on our kings, on our princes, and on 
our priests, and on our prophets, and 
on our fathers, and on all tny people, 
since the time of the kings of As¬ 
syria unto this day. 

33 Jlowbeit thou art just in all 
that is brought upon os; for thon 
hast done right, but we have done 
wickedly : 

31 Neither have our kings, oar 
princes, our priests, nor our fathers, 
kept thy law, nor hearkened nnto thy 
commandments and thy testimonies, 
wherewith thou didst testify against 
them. 

35 For they have not served thee 
in their kingdom, and in thy great 
goodness that thou gavest them, and 
in the large and fat land which thou 
gavest before tbem, neither turned 
they from their wicked works. 

36 Behold, wo are servants this 
day, and for the land that thou 
gavest unto our fathers to eat the 
fruit thereof and the good thereof, 
behold, we are servants in it; 

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins; also they 
have dominion over our bodies, and 
over our cattle, at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. 

38 And beaause of all this we make 
a Bure covenant, and write it; and 
our princes, Levites, and priests, Beal 
unto it. 

CHAPTER X.

9 And the Levites; both Jcshus 
tho son of Azaniah, Binnui of the 
sons of Fleuadad, Kadmiel: 
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10 Ami iheir brethren, Shebaniah, 

Hodijah, Kelita, Peluiah, Hunan, 

11 Sliehsi, Rehob, Hushubiah, 

12 Ziiceur, Shcrebiah, Shobaniah, 

13 llodijal), Ilnni, Benina. 

14 The chief nf (he people; Parosh, 

PabaLh-immb, lOliun, Znlthu, Bani, 

15 Bunni, Azgad, Behai, 

10 Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin, 

17 A ter, Ilizkijah, Azzur, 

18 Hodijah, Hashuin, Bozai, 

19 Ilariph, Anathoth, Nebai, 

20 Magpiush, Mcshullatn, Ilezir, 

21 Meshczabeel, Zadok, Jaddua, 

22 Pelaliah, Ilanan, Anaiah, 

23 Iloshca, llanauiah, llashub, 

24 Hallohosh, Pile ha, Shobok, 

25 Rchum, Hnshabnah, Maaaoiah. 

26 And Ahijah, Ilanan, Anna, 

27 Malluch, Jlariin, Baanab. 

28 And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Levites, the porters, the 
siegers, (he Ncthiairo, and all they 
that had separated themselves from 
the people of Lhe lands unto tho law 
of God, their wives, their sons, and 
their daughters, every one having 
knowledge, and having understand- 
ing; 

20 They clavo to their brethren, 
their nobles, and entered into an 
oath, that a curse should ooine upon 
them if they did not. walk in God's 
law, whioh was given by Moses the 
servant of God, ami to obsorvo and 
do all the commandments of the Lord 
their God, and his judgments and 
statutes. 

30 And that they would not give 
their daughters unto the people of 
the land, nor take the daughters of 
the people for their sons. 

31 And if the people of the land 
hring ware or any victuals on the 
sabbath day to sell, that we would 
not buy it of them on tho sabbath, or 
on the holy day ; and that we would 
leave tho soveatb year, and the ex¬ 
action of every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, 
to ohargo ourselves yoarly with tho 
third part of a shekel for the service 
of tho houso of our God ; 

33 For the show-broad, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab¬ 
baths, of the now moons, for the set 
foasts, and for the holy things, and 
for the sin offerings to make an 


atonement for Israel, and for all the 
work of the houso of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Lcvitos, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring it into 
the house of our God, after the houses 
of our fathers, at times appointed year 
by year, to burn upon the altar of the 
Lord our God, as it is written in the 
law; 

35 And to bring tho first-fruits of 
our ground, and the first-fruits of all 
fruit of all trees, year hy year, unto 
the house of the Lord ; 

36 Also the first-born of our sons, 
and of our caLtle, as it is written in 
tho law, and the firstlings of our herds 
and of our flocks, to bring to the house 
of our God, unto tho priests that min¬ 
ister in tho honse of our God ; 

37 And that we should bring the 
first-fruits of our dough, and our of¬ 
ferings, and the fruit of all manner 
of trees, of wine, and of oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Lovites, that the 
same Lovites might have the tithes 
in all tho citios of our tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Lcvitcs take tithes; and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto tho house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the troasure houso. 

39 For the ohildren of Israel and 
the ohildren of Levi shall bring the 
offering of the oorn, of the new wine, 
and the oil, unto the ohambers, where 
are the vessels of the sanctuary, and 
the priosts that minister, and the 
porters, and the singers; and we will 
not forsake the house of our God. 

CHAPTER XL 
The dwellers at Jerusalem. 

ND the rulers of the people dwelt 
at Jerusalem; the rest of the 
peoplo also cast lots, to bring one of 
ten to dwell in Jerusalem tho holy 
city, and nine parts to dwell in other 
oities. 

2 And the people blessed all the men, 
that willingly offored thomselvos to 
dwell at Jerusalem. 

3 Now theso are the chief of the 
province that dwelt in Jerusalem ; but 
in the oities of Judah dwelt every one 
in his possession in their oities, to wit, 
Israel, the priests, and the Levites, 
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and the Nethinim, and the children 
or Soloinon’fl sorvants. 

4 And at Jerusalem dwelt certain 
of the children of Judah, and of the 
children of Benjamin. Of the chil¬ 
dren of Judah; Athaiah the son of 
Uzzinh, the eon of Zechariah, the eon 
of Amariah, the sod of Shcphatiah, 
tho son of Mahalaleel, of the children 
of Perez; 

5 And Maaseiab the son of Baruch, 
the son of Col-hozch, the son of Ua- 
zaiah, the Bon of Adaiah, the son of 
Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, the eon 
of Shiloni. 

0 All the sons of Perez that dwelt 
at Jerusalem were four hundred three¬ 
score and eight valiant men. 

7 And these are the sons of Benja¬ 
min ; Sallu tho son of Meshullnin, the 
son of Joed, the son of Pedaiah, the 
son of Kolaiah, the son of Maaseiab, 
the son of Ithiel, tho eon of Jcsaiah. 

8 And after him Gabbai, Sallai, nine 
hundred twenty and eight. 

9 And Joel tho son of Ziohri was 
their overseer; and Judah the son of 
Senuah was second over the city. 

10 Of the priests; Jedaiah the son 
of Joiarib, Jaehin. 

11 Seraiah the son of Hilkiah, the 
son of Meshullam, the eon of Zadok, 
the son of Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, 
was tho ruler of the house of God. 

12 And their brethren that did tho 
work of the house were eight hundred 
twenty and two; and Adaiah the son 
of Jerobam, the son of Pelaliah, tho 
son of Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the 
son of Pashur, the son of Malchiah, 

13 And his hrethren, chief of the 
fathers, two hundred forty and two; 
and Amashai the son of Azareel, the 
eon of Ahasai, the son of Meahille- 
moth, the son of limner, 

14 And their brethren, mighty men 
of valonr, a hundred twenty and eight; 
and their overecor was Zabdiel, the 
son of one of the great men. 

15 Also of the Levites; Shctuaiah the 
son of Haahub, the son of Azrikam, the 
son of llashahiah, the son of Bunni; 

16 And Shabbcthai and Jozabad, 
of the ohief of the Levitos, had the 
oversight of the outward hasiness of 
the house of God. 

17 And Mattaniah the son of Mi- 
oha, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Asaph, was the prinoipal to begin the 


thanksgiving in prayer; and Bakbu- 
kiah the second among his brethren, 
and Abda the son of Shammua, the 
son of Oalal, the son of Jeduthun. 

18 All the Levites in the holy city 
were two hundred fourscore and four. 

19 Moreover the porters, Akkub, Tal- 
mon, and their brethren that kept the 
gates, were a hundred seventy and 
two. 

20 And the residue of Israel, of the 
prieeta, and the Levites, were in all 
the cities of Judah, every one in his 
inheritance. 

21 But the Nethinim dwelt in Ophel; 
and Ziha and Gispa were over the 
Nethinim. 

22 Tho overseer also of the Le7ites 
at Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of 
Bani, the eon of Ilashabiah, the bod 
of Malian iah, Ihe son of Micha. Of 
the sons of Asaph, the singers were 
over the business of the house of God. 

23 For it was the king’s command¬ 
ment concerning them, that a certain 
portion should be for the singers, due 
for every day. 

24 And Pethahiah the son of Me- 
shezabcel, of the children of Zerah the 
son of Judah, was at the king's hand 
in all mailers concerniug the people. 

25 And for the villages, with their 
fields, some of the children of Judah 
dwelt at Kirjath-arha, and in the vil¬ 
lages thereof, and at Dibon, and in 
tho villages thereof, and at Jekabzeol, 
and in the villages thereof, 

26 And at Joshua, and at Moladah, 
and at Bcth-phelet, 

27 And at Hazar-shual, and at Beer- 
sheba, and in the villages thereof, 

28 And at Ziklag, and at Mekonah, 
and in the villages thereof, 

29 And at En-rimmon, and at Za- 
reah, and at Jarmuth, 

30 Zanoah, Adullam, and in their 
villages, at Laohish, and the fields 
thereof, at Azekah, and in the vil¬ 
lages thereof. And they dwelt from 
Beer-shoba unto tho valley of Hinnom. 

31 The ohildron also of Benjamin 
from Geba dwelt at Miohmasb, and 
Aija, and Beth-el, and in their vil¬ 
lages, 

32 And at Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, 

33 llazor, Ramah, Gittaim, 

34 lladid, Zeboim, Ne ball at, 

35 Lod, and Ono, the vallev of 
oraftsmon. 
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30 And of the Levites were divi¬ 
sions in Judnh, ftnd in Benjamin. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Succession of high priests — The. dedication 
of the u-afls — Office* of priest* and Levitts 
in the temple. 

OW theso are the priests and the 
Levitea Ihat went up with Ze- 
rubbnbid the Bon of Shoaltiel, and 
Joshua; Scraiah, Jeremiah, Ezra, 

2 Amnriah, Malluch, Hattush, 

3 Shechnniah, Kohum, Mercmoth, 

4 Iddo, Ginnetho, Abijah, 

ft Miamin, Maadiah, Bilgah, 

0 Shcmaiah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 

7 Sallu, Amok, Hilkiah, Jedaiah. 
These wero the ohiof of the priests and 
of their bre f hren in the days of 
Joshua. 

8 Moreover the Levitos; Joshua, 
Binnui, Kadmicl, Sherobiah, Judah, 
and Mattaninh, which was ovor the 
thanksgiving, he and bis brethren. 

0 Also Bakbukiah and Unni, their 
brothren, wero over against them in 
the watches. 

10 And Joshua begat Joiakim, Joia- 
kim also begat EliriBhib, and Eliashih 
begat Joiada. 

11 And Joiada begat Jonathan, and 
Jonathan begnt Jaddua. 

12 And in the days of Joiakim were 

neats, the chief of the fathers; of 

oraiah, Meraiah; of Jcromiah, Ha- 

naniab; 

13 Of Ezra, Mcshullam; of Aina- 
riab, Jehohnnun; 

14 Of Molicu, Jonathan; of Sheba- 
niah, Joseph; 

16 Of Ilariin, Adna; of Moraloth, 
Holkal; 

10 Of Iddo, Zechariah; of GinDe- 
tbon, Moshullnm; 

17 Of Abijnh, Ziohri; of Miniamin, 
of Moadiah, Piltai; 

18 Of Bilgah, Shammua; of Shema- 
lah, Jehonathan ; 

19 And of Joiarib, Mattenai; of 
Jedaiah, Uzzi; 

20 Of Sallai, Kallal; of Amok, Eher; 

21 Of Ililkiah, TIashablah; of Je- 
daiah, Nothoneol. 

22 Tho LovitcB in tbe days of Elia- 
sbib, Joindn, and Jobanan, and Jad¬ 
dua, were recorded ohief of the fathers; 
also the priests, to the roign of Da¬ 
rius tbo Persian. 

23 The sons of Levi, the chief of 
the fathers, wore written in the book 
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of the Chronicles, even until the days 
of Jobanan the son of Eliashib. 

24 And the chief of the Levites; 
Hashabiah, Sherobiah, and Jeshua the 
sons of Kadmiel, with their brethren 
over against them, to praiso and to 
give thanks, according to tho com¬ 
mandment of David the man of God, 
ward over against ward. 

25 Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Meshullara, Tatraon, Akkub, 
were porters keeping the ward at the 
thresholds of the gales. 

20 These were in the days of Joia¬ 
kim the son of Joshua, the son of 
Jozadak, and in the days of Nehe- 
jniah the governor, and of Ezra the 
priest, the scribe. 

27 And at tho dedication of the wall 
of Joruaalem they sought the Levites 
out of all their places, to bring them 
to Jerusalem, to keep the dedication 
with gladness, both with thanksgiv¬ 
ings, and with singing, with oymbals, 
psalteries, and with harps. 

28 And tho sons of the singers 
gathered themselves together, both 
out of tho plain country round about 
Jerusalem, and from the villages of 
Nctophathi; 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal, 
and out of tho fields of Gehu and 
Azmavcth; for the flingers had builded 
them villages round about Jerusalem. 

30 And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, ami tho wall. 

31 Then I brought up the prinoes of 
Judah upon tho wall, and appointed 
two great companies of them that 
gave thanks, whereof one went on the 
right hand upon the wall toward the 
dung gate; 

32 And after them went IToshaiah, 
and half of the princes of Judah, 

33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Mcehul- 
lam, 

34 Judah, and Benjamin, and She- 
maiah, and Jeremiah, 

36 And certain of the priests' sons 
with trumpets; namely, Zoobariah, 
tbe son of Jonathan, tho eon of She- 
maiah, tbe eon of Mattaninh, the son 
of Michaiah, the son of Znccur, the 
sod of Asaph; 

30 And bis brethren, Shcnminh, 
and Azaraol, Milalni, Gilnlai, Muni, 
NetbaDeol, and Judnh, Hnnnni, with 
the rausioal instruments of David tbe 
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nj an of Ood, and Ezra tho soribe be¬ 
fore them. 

37 And at tho fountain gate, which 
waB over against them, they went up 
by the stairs of the city of David, at 
the going up of tho wall, ahovc the 
house of David, even unto the water 
gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
them, and I after them, and the half 
of the people upon the wall from be¬ 
yond tho tower of tho furnaces even 
unto the hroad wall; 

39 And from above the gate of 
Ephraim, and ahove the old gate, and 
above the fish gate, and the tower of_ 
Hananeel, and tho tower of Meah," 
even nnto the sheep gate; and they 
stood still in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of 
them that gave thanks in the house 
of Ood, and I, and the half of the 
rulers with mo; 

4 1 And the priests; Eliakim, Maa- 
aoiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Etiocnai, 
Zechariah, and Hananiah, with trum¬ 
pets; 

42 And Maasciah, and Shemaiah, 
and Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehoha- 
uan, and Malchijah, and Elam, and 
Ezer. And tho singers sang loud, 
with Jezrahiah their overseer. 

43 Also that day they oflbred great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced; for God had 
made them rojoicc with great joy; the 
wives also and the children rejoiced; 
so that tho joy of Jerusalem was 
heard oven afar off. 

44 \nd at that time were sorno 
appointed over the ohambers for the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the 
first-fruits and for the tithes, to ga¬ 
ther into them out of the fields of the 
cities the portions of the law for the 
priests and Levites ,* for Judah rejoiced 
lor the priests, and for the Lovitcs 
that waited. 

15 And both tho singers and tho 
porters kept the ward of thoir God, 
and tho ward of the purification, 
according to the commandment of 
David, and of Solomon his son. 

(6 For in the days of David and 
Asaph of old there wore chief of tho 
singers, and songs of praiso and 
thanksgiving unto God. 

47 And aU Israel in the days of 
Zerubbabel, and in the days of Nebe- 


miah, gave the portions of the singer* 
and the porters, every day his portion : 
and they sanctified holy things unto 
the Levi tea; and the Levites sancti¬ 
fied them unto the children of Aaron. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Upon the reading of the law separation is 

made from Uie multitude—Nehcmiah in- 

st it ales reform. 

N that day they read in the hook 
of Moses iD the audience of the 
people; and therein was found writ¬ 
ten, that the Ammonite and the 
Moabite should nol come into the 
congregation of God for ever; 

2 Because they met not tho children 
of Israel with hread and with water, 
but hired Baalam against them, that 
he should oursc them; howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a bless¬ 
ing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they separated 
from Israel all the mixed multitude. 

4 And before this, Eliashih the 
priest, having the oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, 
was allied unto Tobiah; 

5 And he had prepared for him a 
great chamber, whero aforetime they 
laid the meat offerings, the frankin¬ 
cense, and the vessels, and the tithe? 
of the corn, the new wine, and the 
oil, which was commanded to be given 
to Ihe Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters; and the offering? of the 
priests. 

6 But in all this time was not [ at 
Jerusalem ; for in the two and thir¬ 
tieth year of Artaxerxcs kingof Baby¬ 
lon came T unto the king, and after 
certain days obtained I leave of the 
king; 

7 And I oame to Jerusalem, and 
understood of tho evil that Eliashih 
did for Tobiah, in preparing him a 
chamber in the oourt9 of the house of 
God. 

8 And it grieved me sore; therefore 
I cast forth all the household stnff of 
Tobiah out of the ohambor. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the ohambers; and thither 
brought I ngaiD the vessels of the 
house of God, with the meat offering 
and the frankincense. 

1(1 And T perceived that the portion* 
of tho Levites had not been giron 
I them ; for the Levites and the singers. 
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that did tho work, were fled every 

ono to his field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulors, 
and said, Why is the house of God 
forsaken? And I gathered them 
together, and set them in their place. 

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe 
of the corn and tho new wine and the 
oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Sbelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah; and next to them was 
Hanan the son of Zaccur, the son of 
Mattaninh; for they were counted 
faithful, and their office was to dis¬ 
tribute unto thoir brethren. 

14 Remember mo, 0 my God, con¬ 
cerning this, and wipe not out my 

ood deeds that I have done for the 

ouse of my God, and for the offices 
thereof. 

15 In thoeo days saw I in Judah 
some treading wino-presecs on the 
sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, 
and lading asses; as also wine, 
grapeB, and figs, and all manner of 
burdens, whioh they brought into 
Jerusalem on tho sabbath day; and 
1 testified against them in the day 
wherein they sold victuals. 

16 Thero dwell men of Tyre also 
therein, whioh brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on tho 
sabbath unto tho children of Judah, 
and in Jerusalem. 

17 Then I contended with the 
nobles of Judah, and said unto them, 
What evil thing is this that ye do, 
and profane the sabbath day? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us, and upon this city; yet ye 
bring more wrath upon Israel by 
profaning the sabbath. 

19 And it o&mo to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before the sabbath, I commanded 
that the gates should be shut, and 
charged that they should not be 
opened till after the sabbath; and 
some of my servants set I at the gates, 
that there should no burden be 
brought in on tho sabhath day. 

20 So the morehants and sollers of 
alt kind of ware lodged without Jeru¬ 
salem once or twioe. 
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21 Then I testified agaiust them, 
and said unto them, Why lodge ye 
about the wall ? if ye do so again, I 
will lay hands on you. From that 
time forth came they no more on the 
sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites, 
that they should cleanse themselves, 
and that they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanctify tho sabbath 
day. Remember me, 0 my God, con¬ 
cerning this also, and spare me 
according to the greatness of thy 
mercy. 

23 In those days also saw I Jews 
that bad married wives of Ashdod, 
of Ammon, and of Moab; 

24 And their children spake half in 
the speech of Ashdod, and oould not 
speak in the Jews' language, but 
according to the language of each 
people. 

25 And I contended with Lhcm, and 
oursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked off their hair, and 
mndo them swear by God, saying, Ye 
shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things ? yet among many 
nations was there no king like him, 
who was belovod of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel; never¬ 
theless even him did outlandish 
women cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange 
wives ? 

28 And ono of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high priest, 
was son-in-law to Sanballat the 
Horonite; therefore I chased him 
from me. 

29 Remember them, 0 my God, 
because they have defiled the priest¬ 
hood, and tho covenant of the priest¬ 
hood, and of the Levites. 

30 Thus cloansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards 
of the priests and tho Levites, every 
one in his buBinoss ; 

31 And for tho wood offering, at 
times appointed, and for the first 
fruits. Remember me, 0 my God, 
for good. 
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CHAPTER l 

Ahasuerus /easts—Vashti sent for—The de¬ 
cree of thcti’i sovereignty. 

OW it came to pass in the days 
of Ahasuerus, (this is AhaBuerus 
which reigned from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over a hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces,) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Shushan the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of bis reign, he 
mado a feast unto all his princes and 
his servants; the power of Persia and 
Media, the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, being before him ; 

4 When be showed tho riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty many days, 
even a hundred and four-score days. 

5 And when these days wero ex¬ 
pired, the king made a feast unto all 
the people that were present in 
Shnehan the palace, both unto great 
and small, seven days, in the court 
of the garden of the king’s palace ; 

0 Where were white, green, and 
blue hangings, fastened with cords 
of fine linen and porple to silver 
rings and pillars of marble; the beds 
were of gold and silver, upon a pave¬ 
ment of red, and blue, and white, and 
black marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in 
vessels of gold, (the vessels being 
diverse one from another,) and royal 
wine in abundance, according to the 
state of the king. 

8 And tho drinking was according to 
the law ; none did compel ; for so the 
king had appointed to all the officers 
of his house, that they should do 
aooording to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the quoon made a 
feast for tho womeo iu the royal 
house which belonged to king Aha- 
luerus. 

10 On the Bevontb da} r , when tho 
heart of the king was merry with 
wine, he commanded Mohuman, Bit- 
tha, Harbona, Bigtho, and Abagtha, 
Zethar, and Carca9, the seven ebam- 
herlains that served in tbo prosenco 
of Ahasuerus the king, 

11 To bring Vashti the queen before 

Mi 


the king with the crown royal, to 
show the people and tho princes her 
beauty; for she was fair to look on. 

12 Bat the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king's commandment by 
bis chamberlains; therefore was the 
king very wroth, and his anger 
burned in him. 

13 Then the king said to the wise 
men, which know the times, (for so 
was the king’s manner toward all 
that knew law and judgment; 

14 And the next unto him wa* 
Carshena, Shethar, Admatha, Tar 
shish, Meres, Marscna. and Mcran 
can, the seven princes of Persia and 
Media, which saw the king’s face, and 
which sat the firgt in the kingdom.) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the command¬ 
ment of the king Ahasuerus by the 
chamberlains? 

16 And Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes, Vashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the 
king only, but also to all the princes, 
and to all the people that are in all 
the provinces of the king Ahasuerus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be reported, 
The king Ahasuerus commanded 
Vashti the queen to be brought in 
before him, but she came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of 
Persia and Media say this day unto 
all tho king’s princes, which hare 
heard of the deed of the queen. Thus 
shall there arieo too much contempt 
and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there go 
a royal commandment from him, and 
let it he written among tho laws of 
tho Persians and the Medcs, that it 
be not altered, That Vashti como no 
more before king Ahasuerus; and lot 
the king give her royal estate ante 
another that is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s deoreo, 
which he shall make, shall be pub¬ 
lished throughout nil his empire, (for 
it is grent,) all the wives shall give to 
their husbands honour, both to great 
and small. 
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21 And the Baying pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did 
aooording to the word of Mcmucan ; 

22 For he sent lettors into all the 
king’s provinces, into every province 
according lo the writing thereof, and 
to every people after their language, 
that overy man should hear rulo in 
his own houBe, and that it should be 
published aooording to the language 
of every people. 

CHAPTER II. 

A queen it to be chosen—Esther it made 

queen—Mordtcai discovering a treason it 

recorded in the ehronicUt. 

FTER these things, when the 
wrath of king Ahnsuems was 
appeased, he remembered Vashti, and 
what she had done, and what was de- 
oreed against her. 

2 Then Bnid the king’s servants 
that ministerod unto him. Let thore 
be fair young virgins sought for tho 
king; 

3 And let the king appoint officers 
in all the provinces of his kingdom, 
that they may gather together all the 
fair young virgins unto Shuehan the 
palace, to the house of the womon, 
unto the custody of Hego the king’s 
chamberlain, keeper of the women; 
and let their things for purification 
be given them ; 

4 And let tho maiden which pleas- 
eth the king bo queen instead of 
Vashti. And tho thing pleased the 
king; and ho did so. 

5 Now in Shushan the palace there 
was a oortain Jew, whoso namo was 
Mordooai, tho son of Jair, tho son 
of Shimoi, the sou of Kish, a Benjain- 
ite ; 

6 Who had beon carried away from 
Jerusalom with Iho captivity which 
had been oarried away with Jeoo- 
nlah king of Judah, whom Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar tho king ol' Babylon had 
oarried away. 

7 And ho brought up Hadassah, 
that is, Esther, his uncle’s daughter; 
for sho had neither father nor mother, 
and tho muid was fair and beautiful; 
whom Mordocui, when her father aud 
mother were dead, took for bis own 
daughter. 

8 So it oame to pass, whon the 
king's oominandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many maidens 
were galherod together untoShushan 


the palace, to the oustody of Ilegai, 
that Esther was brought also unto 
the king’s house, to the custody of 
Hegai, keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and 
she ohtained kindness of him; and 
he speedily gavo her her things for 
purification, with suoh things &b be¬ 
longed to her, aDd seven maidens, 
which were meet to he given her, out 
of the king's house; and he preferred 
her aod her maids uDto the best plaoe 
of the house of the womon. 

10 Esthor had not showed her peo- 

le nor her kindred; for Moraeoai 

ad charged her that she should not 

show it. 

11 And Mordecai walked every day 
before the oourtof tho women's house, 
to know how Esther did, and what 
should become of her. 

12 Now when every maid’s turn 
was oorne to go in to king Ahasue- 
rus, after that she had been twelve 
months, according to the manner of 
the women, (for so wore the days of 
thoir purifications accomplished, to 
wit, six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweet odours, 
and with other things for the purify¬ 
ing of the womon,) 

13 Then thus oame every maiden 
unto the king; whatsoever she de- 
sirod was given hor to go with her 
out of the house of the women unto 
tbe king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and 
on the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the 
custody of ShaaBhgaz, the king’s 
chamberlain, whioh kept the concu¬ 
bines; sho oame in unto the king 
no moro, except the king delightod in 
her, and that she wero called hy name. 

15 Now whon the turn of Esther, 
tho daughter of Abihail tho unole of 
Mordecai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was oome to go in unto 
tho king, she roquired nothing but 
what Hegai the king’s ohamberlain, 
the keeper of tho women, appoint¬ 
ed. Aod Esther obtainod favour in 
tbe sight of all them that looked 
upon her. 

Id So Esther was taken onto king 
Ahasuerus into bis house royal in 
the tenth month, whioh is the month 
Tobeth, In the seventh year of his 
reign. 
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17 And Ihc king loved Esther above 
all the women, and sho obtained 
grace and favour in his sight more 
than all the virgins; so that he 
Bet the royal crown upon her head, 
and made her queen instead of 
Vaehti. 

18 Then the king made a great 
feast unto all his princes and his ser¬ 
vants, even Esther’s feast; and he 
made a release to the provinces, and 
gave giftB, according to the state of 
the king. 

19 And when the virgins were 
gathered together the second time, 
then Mordecai sat in the king's 
gate. 

20 Esther had not yet showed her 
kindred nor her people, as Mor- 
deoai had charged her; for Esther 
did the commandment of Mordecai, 
like as when she was brought op with 
him. 

21 In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king’s gato, two of the 
king’s chamberlains, Bigthan and 
Teresh, of those which kept the door, 
were wroth, and Bought to lay hand 
on the king Ahasuerus. 

22 And the thing was known to 
Mordecai, who* told it unto Esther 
the queen ; and Esther certified the 
king thereof in Mordecai’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made 
of the matter, it was found out; 
therefore they were both hanged 
on a tree; and it was written in 
the book of the chronicles before the 
king. 

CHAPTER III. 

Haman teekelh revenge upon all the Jexcs — 

lit obtaineth a decree to put the Jewt to 

death. 

FTER these things did king 
Ahasuerus promote Haman the 
son of Hammedatha the Agngitc, 
and advanoed him, and set his seat 
above all the princes that were with 
him. 

2 And all the king's servants, that 
were in the king’s gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Haman ; for the king had 
so commanded concerning him. But 
Mordcoai bowed not, nor did him 
reverence. 

3 Then the king's servants, which 
were in the king’s gate, said nnto 
Mordecai, Why transgressest thou 
the king's commandment? 


4 Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unto him, and he heark¬ 
ened not unto them, that they told 
Haman, to see whether Mordecai’e 
matters would stand ; for he had told 
them that he was a Jew. 

5 And when Haman saw that 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did him 
reverence, then was Haman full of 
wrath. 

0 And he 'bought scorn to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone; for they 
had showed him the people of Mor¬ 
decai ; wherefore Haman sought to 
destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Mor¬ 
decai. 

7 In the first month, that is, the 
month Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that 
is, the lot, before Haman from day to 
day, and from month to month, to 
the twelfth month, that is, the month 
Adar. 

8 And Haman said nnto king 
Ahasuerus, There is a certain peo¬ 
ple scattered abroad and dispersed 
among the people in all the pro¬ 
vinces of tby kingdom; and their 
laws are diverse from all people: 
neither keep they the king’s laws: 
therefore it is not for the king’s profit 
to suffer them. 

9 If it please the king, let it W 
written that they may be destroyed : 
and I will pay ten thousand talents 
of silver to the hands of those thn: 
have the charge of tbo business, to 
bring it into the king's treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it unto Hauinn 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagitc. 
the Jews’ enemy. 

11 And Lhe king said unto Haman, 
Tho silver is given to thee, the people 
also, to do with them as it scemcth 
good to thee. 

12 Then were the king’B scribes 
called on the thirteenth day of the 
first month, and there was written 
oocording to all that Ilaman hail 
commanded uDto the king’s lieu¬ 
tenants, and to the governors that 
were over every province, and to tho 
rulers of every people of every pro¬ 
vince according to the writing thereof, 
and to every people after their lan¬ 
guage; in tho name of king Aha 
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vuerus vn It written, and sealed with 
the king’s ring. 

13 And the letters were sent by 
posts into all the king’s provinces, 
to destroy, to kill, and to cause to 

f >erish, all Jews, both yoang end old, 
ittlo children and women, in one 
day, even upon the thirteenth day 
of the twelfth month, which is the 
month Adar, and to take the spoil of 
them for a prey. 

14 The oopy of the writing for a 
oommandmont to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo¬ 
ple, that they should be ready against 
that day. 

15 The posts went out, being has¬ 
tened by the king’s commandment, 
and the decree was given in Shushan 
the palace. And the king and lift¬ 
man sat down to drink ; but the city 
Shushan was perplexed. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Mourning qf Mordecai and the Jews—Esther 
appointeth a fast 

W HEN Mordccai perceived all 
that was done, Mordecai rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
ashes, and went out into the midst 
of the city, and cried with a loud nnd 
a bitter cry ; 

2 And came even before the king’s 
gale ; for none might enter into tho 
king’s gate clothed with sackcloth. 

3 And in every province, whithor- 
soever the king's commandment and 
hiB deorco came, there was great 
mourning among the Jews, and fast¬ 
ing, and weeping, and wailing; and 
many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 

4 So Esther’s maids and hor cham¬ 
berlains came and told it her. Then 
was the queen exceedingly grieved j 
and she sent raiment to clothe Mor- 
deoai, and to tnko away his sackcloth 
from hiru ; but he received it not. 

5 Then called Esther for Ilataoh, 
one of the king’s chamberlains, whom 
he had appointed to attend upon her, 
and gave him a commandment to 
Mordooai, to know what it was, and 
why it was. 

fl So Hatoeh went forth to Mordecai 
unto the street of tbe oily, which was 
before the king’s gate. 

7 And Mordeoal told him of all 
that had happened unto him, and of 
the sum of the money that Human 
had promised to pay to the king’B 


treasuries for the Jews, to destroy 
them. 

8 Also he gave him tho oopy of the 
writing of the deoree that was given 
ot Shushan to destroy them, to show 
it unto Esther, nnd to dcclaro it unto 
her, and to charge her that she 
should go in unto the king, to make 
supplication unto him, and to make 
request beforo him for her people. 

9 And Hatach came and told Esther 
the words of Mordeoai. 

10 Again Esther spake unto Ha¬ 
tach, and gave him oommandment 
unto Mordecai,* 

11 All the king’s servants, and the 

E eople of the king’s provinces, do 
now, that whosoever, whether man 
or woman, shall come unto the king 
into the inner court, who is not oalled, 
there is one law of his to put him to 
death, except such to whom the king 
shall hold out the golden sceptre, 
that he may live; but I have not 
been called to como in unto the king 
these thirty days. 

12 And they told to Mordecai Es 
ther’s words. 

13 Then Mordecai commanded to 
answer Esther, Think not with thy¬ 
self that thou shnlt escape in the 
king's house, moro than all the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether holdest 
thy peace nt this time, then shall 
there enlargement and deliverance 
ariso to the Jews from another place; 
but thou and thy father’s house shall 
be destroyed; and who knoweth 
whether thou art come to the king¬ 
dom for such a time as this? 

16 Then Esther bade them return 
Mordeoai this answer, 

16 Go gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast 
ye for me, and neither eat nor drink 
three days, night or day ; I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise; and 
so will I go in unto the king, which 
is not according to the law; and if I 
porish, I perish. 

17 So Mordecai wont his way, and 
did according to all that Esther had 
commanded him. 

CHAPTER V. 

Either invitrth the king and Haman to a 
bamput—She inviteth them to another Urn 
next day — Haman, by the counsel qf Zeroth, 
bu&deth a gallows. 

N OW it came to pass on the 
third day, that Eslhor put on 
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ner royal apparel, and stood Id the 
inner court of the kind's house, over 
against the king’s house; and the 
king sat npon his royal throne in the 
royal house, over against the gate of 
the house. 

2 And it was so, when the king 
saw Esther the queen standing in 
the court, that she ohtained favour 
in his sight; 'and the king held out 
to Esther the golden Bceptre that 
was in hie hand. So Esther drew 
near, and touohed the top of the 
sceptre. 

3 Then said the king onto her, 
What wilt thon, queen Esther? and 
what is thy request 7 it shall be even 
given thee to the half of the king¬ 
dom. 

4 And Esther answered, If it seem 
good unto the king, let the king 
and Haman come this day unto the 
banquet that I have prepared for him. 

5 Then the king said, Cause Haman 
to make haste, that he may do as 
Esther hath said. So the king and 
Haman oame to the banquet that 
Esther had prepared. 

9 And the king said unto Esther at 
the banquet of wine, What is thy 
petition? and it shall be granted 
thee; and what is thy request? even 
to the half of the kingdom it shall 
he performed. 

7 Then answered Esther, and said, 
My petition and my request is; 

8 If I havo found favour in the 
sight of the king, and if it please the 
king to grant my petition, and to 

S erform my request, let the king and 
[aman oorne to the banquet that I 
shall prepare for thorn, and I will do 
to-morrow as the king hath said. 

9 Then went Haman forth that day 
joyful and with a glad heart; but 
when Haman saw Mordecai in the 
king's gate, that he stood not np, nor 
moved for him, he was full of indig¬ 
nation against Mordeoai. 

10 Nevertheless Haman refrained 
himself; and when he oame home, he 
sent and oalled for his frionds, and 
Zoresh his wife. 

11 And Haman told them of the 
glory of his riohes, and the multitude 
of his ohildren, and all the things 
wherein the king had promoted him, 
and how he had advanoed him above 
the prinoei and servants of the king. 


12 Haman said moreover, Tea, 
Esther the qneen did let no man 
come in wilh the king onto the han- 
quet that she had prepared hut my¬ 
self; and to-morrow am I invited 
unto her also with the king. 

13 Tet all this availeth me nothing, 
so long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the king’s gate. 

14 Then said Zereeh his wife and 
all his friends nnto him, Let a gal¬ 
lows be made of fifty cubits high, 
and to-morrow speak thou unto the 
king that Mordecai may he hanged 
thereon; then go thou in merrily 
with the king unto the banquet. 
And the thing pleased Human; and 
he aaused the gallows to be made. 

CHAPTER VL 

Ahasuerus rexoardeUx Mordecai—Haman 

unawarei giveVx counsel that he might dc 

him honour—His friends tell his destiny. 
N that night could not the king 
sleep, and he commanded to 
hring the book of records of the 
chronicles; and they were read be¬ 
fore the king. 

2 And it was found written that 
Mordeoai had told of Bigthana and 
Teresh, two of the king’s chamber¬ 
lains, the keepers of the door, who 
sought to lay hand on the king Aha¬ 
suerus. 

3 And the king said, What honour 
and dignity hath been done to Mor¬ 
decai for this? Then said the king’s 
servants that ministered unto him, 
There is nothing done for him. 

4 And the king said, Who is in the 
court? Now Haman was come into 
the outward court of the king’s house, 
to speak unto the king to hang Mor 
decai on the gallows that ho had pre 
pared for him. 

5 And the king’s servants said unto 
him, Behold, Human standeth in the 
court. And the king said. Let him 
come in. 

9 So Haman came in. And the 
king said onto him, What shall be 
done unto the man whom the king 
delighteth to honoar? Now Haman 
thought in bis heart, To whom would 
the king delight to do honour more 
than to myself? 

7 And Haman answered the king, 
For the man whom the king delight¬ 
eth to hononr, 

8 Let the royal apparel be brought 
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which the king useth to wear, and 
the horeo that the king rideth upon, 
and the crown royal which is aet 
upon hia head; 

9 And let this apparel and horse be 
delivered tc Iho houd of ono of the 
king’s moat noble princes, that they 
may array the man withal whom the 
king dclighteth to honour, and bring 
him on horseback through the street 
of tho city, and proclaim before him, 
ThiiB shall it be dono to the man 
whom the king dolighlelh to honour. 

10 Then tho king said to Hainan, 
Make hasto, and take the apparel 
and Lho horse, as thou hast said, and 
do oven so to Mordccai the Jew, that 
Bittoth at the aing’s gate; let nothing 
fail of all that thou bast spoken. 

11 Then took Hainan tho apparel 
and the horse, and arrayed Mordecai, 
and brought him on horsebaok 
through the street of the oity, and 

E iroclaimed before him, Thus shall it 
>o dono unto tho man whom the king 
dclighteth to honour. 

12 And Mordecai came again to the 
king’s gate. But Ilaman hasted to 
his house mourning, and having his 
head covorod. 

13 And Ilaman told Zereeh his wife 
and all hia friends everything that 
had befallen him. Then said his 
wise men and Zcresh his wifo unto 
him, If Mordecai be of tho seed of 
the Jews, before whom thou hast 
begun to fall, thou sbalt not prevail 
against him, but shalt surely fall 
beforo him. 

14 And while they were yot talking 
with hiiu, came the king’s chamber¬ 
lains, and hasted to bring Ilaman 
unto the banquet that Esther had 
prepared. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Ktther maketh suit far her own life and her 
people? i —Shi accuseth Hainan—The king 
wiusrth Ilaman to be hanged. 

S O the king and Hainan came to 
lanquot with Esther the queen. 

2 And tho king said again nnto 
Esther on the scoond day at the ban- 
quot of wine, Wbat is thy petition, 
queen Esther? and it shall he granted 
tnee; and wbat is thy request? and 
It shall bo performed, even to the 
half of tho kingdom. 

3 Then Esther the queeti answered 
and said, If I have foand favour in 


Ihy eight, 0 king, and if it please 
tho king, let my lifo bo given me at 
my petition, and my people at my 
request; 

4 For wo are sold, I and my people, 
to be destroyed, to bo slain, and to 
periBh. But if we had boen sold for 
bond-men and bond-women, I had 
held my tongue, although the enemy 
could not countervail the king’s 
damage. 

5 Then the king Ahasuerus an¬ 
swered and said unto Esther the 
queen, Who is he, and where is he, 
that durst presume in his heart to 
do so? 

6 And Esther said, The adversary 
and enemy is this wiokod H&mnn. 
Then Hainan was afraid before the 
king and the queen. 

7 And the king arising from tho 
banquet of wine in his wrath went 
into the palace garden; and Human 
stood up to make request for his life 
to Esther the ^ueon; for he saw that 
there was evil determined against 
him by the king. 

8 Then the king returned out of 
the palaoe garden into the place of 
the banquet of wine; and Hainan 
was fallen upon the bed whereon 
Esther was. Then said the king, 
Will he foroe the queen also hefore 
me in the house ? As the word wont 
out of the king’s mouth, they covered 
Ilaman'e face. 

9 And Harbonah, ono of the oham- 
horlains, Baid beforo the king, Behold 
also the gallows fifty cubits high, 
which Human had made for Morde- 
oai, who had spoken good for the 
king, standeth in the house of Ha¬ 
inan. Then the king said, Hang 
him thereon. 

10 So thoy hanged Hainan on the 
gallows that he had prepared for 
Mordecai. Then was the king's 
wrath pacified. 

CHAPTER VIn. 

Mordecai advanced—Ahasuerus pranUth to 

the Jews to defend themselves—Joy qf the 

Jews. 

O N that day did the king Ahssne- 
rus give the house of Hainan the 
Jews’ enemy unto Esther the queen 
And Mordcoal oarne before theVlng, 
for Esther had told what he was unto 
her. 

2 And the king took off his ring, 
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whioh he had taken from Haman, 
and gave it unto Mordecai. And 
Esther set Mordecai over the house 
or Ilaman. 

3 And Esther spake yet again before 
the king, and fell down at his feet, 
and besought him with tears to put 
away the mischief of Haman tho 
Agagite, and his device that he had 
devised against the Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the golden 
sceptre toward Esther. So Esther 
arose, and stood before the king, 

6 And said, If it please the king, 
and if I have found favour in his 
sight, and the thing seem right before 
the king, and I be pleasing in hie 
eyee, let it be written to reverse the 
letters devised by Haman the son of 
Hammcdatha the Agagite, which he 
wrote to destroy the Jews which are 
in all the king’s provinces ; 

6 For how can I endure to see the 
evil that shall come unto my people? 
or how oan I endure to see the 
destruction of my kindred? 

7 Then the king Ahasuerus said 
unto Esther the queen and to Mor- 
deaai the Jew, Behold, I have given 
Esther the house of Haman, and him 
they have hanged upon the gallows, 
because he laid his hands upon the 
Jews. 

8 Write yo also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king's name, and 
seal it with the king’s ring; for the 
writing which is written in the king’s 
name, and sealed with tho king’s 
ring, may no man reverse. 

9 Then were the king’s scribes 
oalled at that time in the third month, 
that is, the month Sivan, on tho 
three and twentieth day thereof; and 
it was written according to all that 
Mordecai commanded unto tho Jews, 
and to the lieutenants, and the depu¬ 
ties and rulers of the provinces which 
are from India unto Ethiopia, a hun¬ 
dred twenty and seven provinces, 
onto every province according to the 
writing thereof, and unto every people 
after their language, and to tho Jews 
according to their writing, and 
aooordiDg to their language. 

10 And he wrote in the king Aha- 
snerus’ name, and sealed it with the 
king’s ring, and sont letters by posts 
on horseback, and riders on mulos, 
samels, and young dromedaries ; 


11 Wherein the king granted the 
Jews which were in every city to 
gather themselves together, and to 
stand for their life, to destroy, to 
slay, and to cause to perish, all the 
power of the people and province 
that would assault them, both little 
ones and women, and to take the 
spoil of them for a prey, 

12 Upon one day in all the pro- 
vinces of king Ahasuerus, namely, 
upon the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month Adar. 

13 The copy of the writing for ■ 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all 
people, and that the Jews should be 
ready against that day to avenge 
themselves on their enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king’s com¬ 
mandment. And the decree was 
given at Shushan the palace. 

15 And Mordecai went out from the 
presence of the king in royal apparel 
of blue and white, and with a great 
crown of gold, and with a garment 
of fine linen and purple; and the 
oity of Shushan rejoiced and was 
glad. 

16 The Jews had light, and glad¬ 
ness, and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and in 
every city, whithersoever the king’* 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy and gladness, a 
feast and a good day. And many 
of the people of the land became 
Jews; for the foar of the Jews fell 
upon them. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Tht Jews s /ay their enemies—Ahasuenu 

grantelh another day of slaughter — Tht 

two days of Purim. 

OVT in the twelfth month, that 
is, the month Adar, on the thir¬ 
teenth day of the same, when the 
king's commandment nnd his decree 
drew near to bo put in execution, in 
tho day that the enemies of the Jews 
hoped to have power over them ; 
(though it was turned to the con¬ 
trary, that the Jews had rule over 
them that hated them,) 

2 Tho Jews gathered themselves 
together in their cities throughout 
all the provinces of the king Ahasoe- 
rus, to lay hand on such 84 sought 
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ihcir hurl; and do man could with¬ 
al aod them ; for the fear of them fell 
upon all people. 

3 And all the rulers of the provinces, 
and the lieutenants, and tho deputies, 
and officers of the king, helped the 
Jows; because the fear of Mordecai 
fell upon them. 

4 For Mordecai wob great in the 
king’s house, and his fame went out 
throughout all the provinces ; for this 
man Mordecai waxed greater and 
greater. 

5 Thus the Jews smote all their 
enemies with the Btroke of the sword, 
and slaughter, and destruction, and 
did what Lhcy would unto those that 
hated them. 

0 And in Shushan the palace tho 
Jews slew and destroyed fivo hundred 
men. 

7 And Parehundatha, and Dalphon, 
and Asnatha, 

8 And Poratha, and Adalia, and 
Aridutha, 

0 And Parmashta, and Arisai, and 
Aridai, and Vajezalha, 

10 Tho ten sons of Hainan the bod 
of Ilammadatha, the enemy of tho 
Jews, slew they ; but on the spoil laid 
they not thoir hand. 

11 On that day the number of those 
that wore slain in Shushan tho palaoe 
was brought boforc tho king. 

12 And tho king said unto Esther 
the queen, Tho Jews have slain and 
destroyed fivo hundrod men in 
Shnshan the palace, and the ten bods 
of Hainan ; what have they done in 
the rest of tho king’s provinces ? now 
what is thy petition ? and it shall bo 
granted thee; or what is thy request 
further? and it shall be dono. 

13 Then said Esther, If it please 
the king, let it be granted to the Jews 
whioh are in Shushan to do to-morrow 
also according unto this day’s deorec, 
and let Hainan's ten sons be hanged 
upon tho gallows. 

14 And tho king commanded it so 
to he done ; and the decree was given 
at Shushan ; and they hanged 
Human's ton sons. 

16 For the Jews that were in Shushan 
gathered themselves together on tho 
fourteenth day also of the month 
Adar, and alew three hundred moo at 
Shushan ; but on the prey they laid 
not thoir hand. 
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16 Rut the other Jews that were in 
tho king’s provinces gathered them¬ 
selves logtlhcr, and stood for their 
lives, and hud rest from their onemies, 
and slew of their foes seventy and 
five thousand, but they laid not their 
hands on tho prey, 

17 Ou the thirteenth day of tha 
month Adar; and on the fourteenth 
day of the same rested they, and 
made it a day of feasting and glad¬ 
ness. 

16 Butthe Jews that were at Shushan 
assembled together on tho thirteenth 
day thereof, and on the fourteenth 
thereof; and on the fifteenth day of 
the same they rested, and made it a 
day of feasting and gladness. 

10 Therefore the Jews of the vil¬ 
lages, that dwelt in the unwalled 
towns, made the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar a day of gladness 
and feasting, and a good day, and of 
sending portions one to another. 

20 And Mordecai wrote these things, 
and sent letters unto all the Jews that 
were in all tho provinces of the king 
Ahasuorus, both nigh and far, 

21 To establish this among them, 
that they should keep the fourteenth 
day of tho month Adar, and the fif¬ 
teenth day of tho samo, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
roBted from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn¬ 
ing into a good day ; that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
and of sending portions one to an¬ 
other, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had beguu, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them ; 

24 Deoause Hainan the son of Iluin- 
medatha, the Agagito, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had oast 
Pur, that is, the lot, to oonsume them, 
and to destroy them; 

26 But when Esther came before 
the king, ho commanded by letters 
that his wicked dovice, which he de¬ 
vised against the Jews, should return 
upon his own hoad, and that he and 
his sons should be banged on the 
gallows. 

26 Wberofore they called those days 
Purim after the name of Pur. There¬ 
fore for all the words of this lettor, 
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and of that which they had seen con¬ 
cerning this matter, and which bad 
come unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, and 
upon all each as joined themselves 
unto them, bo &b it should not fail, 
that they would keep these two days 
according to their writing, and ac¬ 
cording to their appointed time every 
yearj 

28 And that theBe days Bhould be re¬ 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro¬ 
vince, and every oity; and that these 
days of Purim should not fail from 
among the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them periflh from their seed. 

29 Then Esther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Mordccai 
the Jew, wrote with all authority, to 
confirm this second letter of Purim. 

30 And he Bent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasnorus, with words of peace and 
truth, 

31 To confirm these days of Purim 


in their times appointed, according 
as Mordecai the Jew and Esther the 
queen had enjoined them, and as they 
had decreed for themselves and for 
their seed, the matters of the fastinge 
and their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther con¬ 
firmed these matters of Purim; and 
it was written in the book. 

CHAPTER X. 

Ahasuerus 1 greatness—MardeeaCt advance¬ 
ment. 

ND the king Ahasuerus laid a 
tribute upon the land, and uptn 
the isles of the sea. 

2 And all the acts of his power and 
of his might, and the declaration of 
the greatness of Mordecai, whereunto 
the king advanced him, aro they 
not written in the book of the chro¬ 
nicles of the kings of Media and 
Persia? 

3 For Mordecai the Jew was next 
unto king Ahasuerus, and great among 
thc^Jews, and accepted of the multi¬ 
tude of his brethren, seeking the 
wealth of his people, and speaking 
peace to all his seed. 


THE BOOK OF JOB. 


CHAPTER I. 

The care of Job far hie children—Satan ob- 

taineth leave to tempt Job — Job’s integrity. 
HERE was a man in the land of 
Ut, whose name was Job ; and 
that maD was perfect and upright, 
and one that feared God, and es¬ 
chewed evil. 

2 And there were born unto him 
seven sons and three daughters. 

3 His substance also was seven 
thousand sheep, and three thousand 
camels, and five hundred yoke of 
oxen, and five hundred she asses, 
and a very groat household; so that 
this man was the greatest of all the 
men of the eaBt. 

4 And his sons went and feasted in 
their houses, every one hie day ; and 
sent and oalled for their throe sisters 
to eat and to drink with them. 

6 And it was so, when the days of 
their feasting were gono about, that 
Job sent and sanctified them, and 
rose up early in the morning, and 
offered burnt offerings according to 


the number of them all; for Job said, 
It may be that my sods have sinned, 
and cursed God in their hearts. Thus 
did Job continually. 

6 Now there was a day when the 
children of God came to present them¬ 
selves bofore the Lora, and Satan 
oamo also among them. 

7 And the Lord Baid unto Satan, 
Whence comest thou? Then Satan 
answered the Lord, and said, From 
going to and fro in the earth, and 
from walking up and down in it. 

8 And tho Lord said unto Satan, 
Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that Ihero is none like him in the 
earth, a perfeet and an upright man, 
one that fearoth God, ana esoheweth 
evil ? 

9 Then Satan answered the Lord, 
and said, Doth Job fear God for 
naught? 

10 Hast not thon made a hedge 
about him, and about his house, and 
about all that he hath on every side ? 
thou hast blessed the work of hii 
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hinds, ind his substance Is inoreasod 
in the land. 

11 Rut put forth thine hand now, 
and touch all that ho hath, and he 
will curse thee to thy face. 

12 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Behold, all that ho hath is in thy 
power; only upon himself put not 
forth thine hand. So Satan went 
forth from the presence of the Lord. 

13 And there was a day when his 
•one and his daughters were eating 
and drinking wino in their eldest 
brother’s house; 

14 And there came a messenger unto 
Job, and said. The oxen wore plough¬ 
ing, and the asses feeding beside 
them ; 

15 And the Subcans fell upon them, 
nnd took them away ; yea, they have 
slain the servants with the edge of 
the Bword; nod I ODly am escaped 
alone to tell thee. 

16 While ho was yot speaking, there 
oamc also another, aud said, Tho 6re 
of God is fallen from heaven, and hath 
burned up the sheep, and tho ser¬ 
vants, and consumed them ; and I 
only am escaped alone to tell thee. 

17 While he waB yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said. The 
Chaldeans made out three hands, and 
fell upon (ho camels, and bave car¬ 
ried them away, yea, and slain tho 
servants with the edge of tho sword; 
and I only am oscaped alone to tell 
thee. 

18 While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, Thy 
sons and thy daughters were eating 
and driuking wine in their eldest 
brother’s houso; 

19 And, behold, there came a great 
wind from tho wilderness, and smote 
tho four corners of the house, and it 
fell upon tho young men, and they 
are dead; and I only nin escaped 
alone to tell thee. 

20 Then Job arose and rent his 
mantle, and shared his houd, and 
fell down upon the ground and wor¬ 
shipped, 

21 And said, Naked oame I out of 
my mother’s womh, and naked shall 
1 return thither; the Lord gave, and 
the Lord hath taken away ; hlessod 
be the name of the Lord. 

22 In all this Job sinnod not, nor 
ehargod Qod foolishly. 


CHAPTER IL 

Solan obtawrth further leave to tempi Job— 
He rmiUlh him with tore boiLt — Job r* 
proveth hie wife— HU friend* condole with 
him 

GAIN there was a day when the 
children of God came to present 
themselves before tho Lord, and Sa¬ 
tan came also among them to present 
himself before the Lord. 

2 And tho Lord said unto SatAD, 
From whence conust thou? And 
Satan answered the Lord, and said, 
From going to and fro in the earth, 
and from walking up and down in it. 

3 And tho Lord said unto Satan, 
Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in the 
earth, a perfect and an upright man, 
one that fearelh God and escheweth 
evil? and still he holdclh fast hia 
integrity, although thou movedst me 
against him, to destroy him without 
cause. 

4 And Satan answered the Lord, 
and said, Skin for skin, yea, all that 
a man hath will ho give for his life. 

5 Rut put forth thine hand now, 
and touch his bone and his fleBh, and 
ho will curse thee to thy face. 

6 And tho Lord said unto Satan, 
Behold, he is in thine hand; hut save 
his life. 

7 So went Satan forth from the 
presence of tho Lord, and smote Joh 
with sore hoila from tho sole of hia 
foot unto his crown. 

8 And he took him a potsherd to 
scrape himself withal; and he sat 
down among the ashes. 

9 Then said his wifo unto him, Dost 
thou still retain thine integrity? ourse 
God, and die. 

10 But he said unto her, Thoa 
epeakost as one of the foolish women 
Bpcaketh. What? shall we reoeive 
good at the hand of God, and shall 
we not receive evil? In all this did 
not Joh sin with his lips. 

11 Now when Job’s threo friends 
heard of all this evil that was come 
upon him, they came every one from 
his own plaoe; Eliphaz tho Teman- 
ite, and Bildad tho Shuhitc, and Zo- 
phar the Nauwalhilo: for thoy had 
made an appointment togethor to 
oomo to mourn with him, and to oom- 
fort him. 

12 And when llioy lifted up thelf 
eyes alar off, and kuew him not, they 
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lifted up their voice and wept; and 
they rent every one his mantle, and 
sprinkled dust upon fheir heads to¬ 
ward heaven. 

13 So they sal down with him upon 
the ground seven days and seven 
nights, and none spake a word unto 
him; for they saw that his grief was 
very great. 

CI1APTKR 111. 

Job curse* the day of his birVi—The ease of 
deaih—Ut complaitutih of l\fe. 
FTER this opened Job his mouth, 
and cursed his day. 

2 And Job spake, and said, 

3 Let the day perish wherein I was 
horn, and the night in which it was 
said, There is a man child conceived. 

4 Let that day he darkness; let not 
God regard it from above, Dcitber let 
the light shine upon it. 

5 Let darkness and the shadow of 
death stain it; let a cloud dwell upon 
it; let the hlackness of the day ter¬ 
rify it. 

6 As for that night, let darkness 
seize upon it; let it not be joined unto 
the days of the year; let it not come 
into the number of the moDtbs. 

7 Lo, let that night be solitary; let 
no joyful voice come therein. 

8 Let them curso it that eurso the 
day, who are ready to raiso up their 
mourning. 

9 Let the stars of the twilighL 
thereof be dark; let it look for light, 
but have none; neither let it see the 
dawniDg of the day ; 

10 Because it shut not up the doors 
of my mother’s womb, nor hid sorrow 
from mine eyes. 

11 Why died I not from the womb? 
why did I not give up the ghost when 
I came out of the belly? 

12 Why did the knees prevent me? 
or why the breasts that I should 
luok ? 

13 For now should I have lain still 
and been quiet, 1 should have slept; 
then had I been at rest, 

14 With kings and counsellors of the 
earth, which built desolate places for 
thomselves; 

15 Or with princes that had gold, 
who Oiled their houses with silver; 

16 Or as a hidden untimely birth 1 
had not been; as infants which never 
saw light. 

17 There the wicked cease from 


troubling; and there the weary be at 
rest. 

18 Thero tho prisoners rost toge¬ 
ther; they hear not the voice of the 
oppressor. 

19 The small and great are there; 
and the servant is free from hil 
master. 

20 Wherefore is light given lo him 
that is in misery, and life unto the 
bitter in soul; 

21 Which long for death, hut it 
eometh not; and dig for it more thau 
for hid treasures; 

22 Which rejoice exceedingly, and 
are glad, when they can find the 
grave? 

23 Why is light given to a man 
whose way is hid, and whom God 
hath hedged in? 

24 For my sighing eometh hefore 
I cat, and my roarings are poured out 
like the waters. 

25 For the thing whioh I greatly 
feared is come upon me, and that 
which I was afraid of is come nnto 
me. 

26 I was not in safety, neither had 
I rest, neither was I quiet; yet trou¬ 
ble came. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Eltpluu rzyraveth Job. 

1IEN Eliphaz the Temanite an¬ 
swered and said, 

2 If we assay to commune with 
thcc, wilt thou ho grieved? but who 
can withhold himself from speaking? 

3 Behold, thou hast instructed many, 
and thou hast strengthened the weak 
hands. 

i Thy words have upholden him 
that was falling, and thou hast 
strengthened the feeble knees. 

5 But now it is come upon thee, and 
thou faintest; it loucheth thee, and 
thou art troubled. 

6 Is not this thy fear, thy oonfidenoe, 
thy hope, aud the uprightness of thy 
ways? 

7 Remember, I pray thee, who ever 
perished, being innocent; or where 
were the rigbtcoU9 cut off? 

8 Even ns I have seen, they that 
plough iniquity, and sow wickedness, 
aud reap the sumo. 

9 By the blast of God they perish, 
and by tho breath of his nostrils are 
they consumed. 

10 Tho roaring of the lion, and tho 
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voice of the fierce lion, and the teoth 
of the young lions, are broken. 

11 The old lion pcrishcth for look 
of prey, and the stout lion's whelps 
arc scattered abroad. 

12 Now a thing was secretly brought 
to me, and mine car received a little 
thereof. 

13 In thoughts from the visions of 
the night, when deep sleep fa Moth on 
men, 

14 Fear came upon me, and trem¬ 
bling, which made all my bones to 
shake. 

15 Then a spirit, passed before my 
face ; the hair of my flesh stood up ; 

Hi It stood still, but I could not 
discern the form thereof; an image 
was before mino eyes, there was 
silence, and I heard a voice, say¬ 
ing, 

17 Shall mortal man be more just 
than God? shall a man bo more pure 
thiin his Maker ? 

IS Behold, he put no trust in his 
servants; and his angels he charged 
with folly ; 

llow much less in them that 
dwell in houses of clay, whoso foun¬ 
dation is in the dust, which arc crush¬ 
ed before the moth ? 

20 They arc destroyed from morn¬ 
ing to evening ; they perish for over 
without any regarding it. 

21 Doth not their excellency which 
is in them go away ? they dio, oven 
without wisdom. 

CHAPTER V. 

Elipftaz’ reproof continual. 

ALL now, if there bo any that 
will answer thee ; and to which 
of the saints wilt thou turn? 

2 For wrath killcth the foolish man, 
and envy sluyeth the silly one. 

3 1 have seen the foolish taking 
root; hut suddenly I cursed his habi¬ 
tation. 

4 Ilis children are far from safely, 
and they arc crushed in the gnlc, 
neither is there any to deliver them. 

5 Whose harvest the hungry catcth 
up, and taketh it even out of tho 
thorns, and the robber Bwallowelh 
up I heir substance. 

ft Although affliction comoth not 
forth if the dust, neither doth trou¬ 
ble si ring out of tho ground; 

7 Yet man is born unto trouble, as 
the sparks fly upward. 
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8 I would seek unto God, and unto 
God would I commit my cause; 

9 Which doeth great things and un¬ 
searchable; marvellous things with¬ 
out number; 

10 Who giveth rain upon the earih, 
and sendeth waters upon the fields; 

11 To set up on high those that 
be low ; that those whioh mourn may 
bo exalted to safety. 

12 Ho disappointeth the devices of 
the orafty, so that their hands cannot 
perform their enterprise. 

13 He taketh the wise in their own 
craftiness; and the counsel of the 
froward is carried headlong. 

14 They meet with darkness in the 
daytime, and grope in the noonday 
as in the night. 

15 But he snveth the poor from the 
sword, from their mouth, and from 
the hand of the mighty. 

18 So the poor hath hope, and ini¬ 
quity stoppeth her mouth. 

17 Behold, happy is the man whom 
God corrcctcth; therefore despise 
not thou tho chastening of the Al¬ 
mighty ; 

18 For he maketh sore, and hindeth 
up; he woundeth, and his hands 
make whole. 

19 He shall deliver thee in six 
troubles ; yea, in Bcven there shall no 
evil touch Ihcc. 

20 In famine he Bholl redeem thee 
from death; and in war from the 
power of tho sword. 

21 Thou shalt bo hid from the 
scourge of the tongue; neither shalt 
thou bo afraid of destruction when 
it comcth. 

22 At destruction and famine thou 
shalt laugh; neither shalt thou be 
afraid of the bcastB of the earth. 

23 For thou shalt ho in league with 
the stones of the field; and the 
beasts of the Geld shall he at peace 
with thee. 

24 And thou shalt know that thy 
tnbcrnnclc shall be in peace; and 
thou shall visit thy habitation, and 
shnlt not sin. 

25 Thou shalt know also that thy 
seed shall be great, and thine off¬ 
spring as tho grass of tho earth. 

2l> Thou shall come to thy grave in 
a full age, like as a shook of corn 
oorncth in in bis season. 

27 Lo this, wo have searched it, so 
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It ta ; hear It, and know thou It for I 
thy good. ! 

CHAPTER VI. 

Job' scomplaints are not causeless — He wish- 
eth for death and reprovtth his friends. 

B UT Job answered and said, 

2 Oh that my grief were tho¬ 
roughly weighed, and my calamity 
laid in the balances together ! 

3 For now it would be heavier than 
the sand of the sea; therefore my 
words are swallowed up. 

4 For the arrows of the Almighty 
are within me, the poison whereof 
drinketh up my spirit ; the terrors 
of God do sot themselves in array 
against me. 

5 Doth the wild ass bray when he 
hath grass ? or loweth the ox over his 
fodder? 

6 Can that which is unsavoury bo 
eaten without salt? or is there any 
taste in the white of an egg? 

7 The things that my soul refused 
to touch are as my sorrowful meat. 

8 Oh that I might have my request; 
and that God would grant me the 
the thing that I long for ! 

9 Even that it would please God to 
destroy me; that he would let loose 
his hand, and cut me off! 

10 Then should I yet have com¬ 
fort; yea, I would harden myself in 
sorrow ; let him not spare; for I have 
not concealed the words of the Holy 
One. 

11 What is my strength, that I 
should hope ? and what is mine end, 
that I should prolong my life? 

12 Is my strength the strength of 
stones? or is my flesh of bras6? 

13 Is not my help in me? and is 
wisdom driven quite from me? 

14 To him that is afflicted pity 
should he showed from his friend; 
but he forsaketh the fear of the Al¬ 
mighty. 

15 My brethren have dealt dcocit- 
fully as a brook, and as the stream 
of brooks they pass away; 

10 Which are blackish by reason of 
the ice, and wherein the snow is hid; 

17 Wbat time they wax warm, they 
vanish ; when it is hot, they are con¬ 
sumed out of their place. 

18 The paths of their way are turned 
aside; they go to nothing, and perish. 

19 The troops of Tema looked, the 
oompanies of Sheba waited for them. 


20 They were confbnnded because 
they had hoped ; they came thither, 
and were ashamed. 

21 For now ye are nothing; ye see 
my casting down, and are afraid. 

22 Did I say, Bring unto mo ? or, G ive 
a reward for me of your substance? 

23 Or, Deliver me from the enemy’s 
hand ? or, Redeem me from the hand 
of the mighty ? 

24 Teach me, and I will hold my 
tongue; and cause me to understand 
wherein I have erred. 

25 How forcible are right words ! 
hut what doth your arguing reprove 7 

26 Do ye imagine to reprove words, 
and the speeches of one that is des¬ 
perate, which are as wind ? 

27 Yea, ye overwhelm the father¬ 
less, and ye dig a pit for your friend. 

28 Now therefore be content, look 
upon me; for it is evident unto you 
if I lie. 

29 Return, I pray you, let it not 
he iniquity; yea, return again, my 
righteousness is in it. 

30 Is there iniquity In my tongue? 
cannot my taste discern perverse 
things ? 

CHAPTER VII. 

Job ezeuseth bit desire of death—Be. etm- 

pi an net h of his own restlessness and God’t 

watchfulness. 

[ S there not an appointed time to 
man upon earth ? are not his days 
also like the days of a hireling? 

2 As a servant earnestly desireth 
the shadow, and as a hireling lookelh 
for the reward of his work ; 

3 So am I made to possess months 
of vanity, and wearisome nights are 
appointed to me. 

4 When I lie down, I say, When 
shall I arise, and the night be gone?

S The eye of him that hath seen me 
shall see me no more; thino eyes are 
upon me, and I am not. 

9 As the oloud is oonsnmed and 
vanishoth away; so he that goeth 
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down to the grave shall oome up no 
more. 

10 lie shall return no more to his 
house, noithor shall his plaoe know 
him any more. 

11 Therefore I will not refrain my 
mouth ; I will speak in the anguish 
of my spirit; I will oomplain in the 
bittorness of my soul. 

12 Am I a sea, or a whale, that thou 
■ettost a watch over me ? 

13 Whon I say, My bed shall com* 
Tort me, my oouch shall case my 
complaint; 

14 Thon thou ecarest me with 
dreams, and torrifiest me through 
visions; 

15 So that my soul ohoosett strang¬ 
ling, nnd death rathor than my 
life. 

16 I loathe it; I would not live al- 
way ; let me alone; for my days are 
vanity. 

17 What is man, that thou Bhould- 
est magnify him? and that thou 
flhouldest set thine heart upon him ? 

18 And that thou shouldeat visit 
him every morning, and try him 
every momont ? 

19 How long wilt thou not depart 
from me, nor let me alono till I swal¬ 
low down my spittle ? 

20 I have sinned; what shall I do 
unto thoe, 0 thou preserver of men ? 
why hast thou sot mo as a mark 
against thee, so that I am a burden 
to myself? 

21 And why dost thou not pardon 
my trausgrossion, and take away 
uiino iniquity ? for now shall I sleep 
in tho dust; and thou Bhalt Beek me 
in the morning, but I shall not bo. 

CHAPTER VIII.

milEN answered Bildad the Shu-

2 How long wilt thou speak these 
things ? and how long shall the words 
of thy mouth bo liko a strong wind ?

13 So are the paths of all that for¬ 
get God; and the hypocrite's hope 
shall perish; 

14 Whoso hope shall be out off, and 
whoso trust shall be a spider's web. 

15 lie shall lean upon his house, 
but it shall not stand; he shall hold 
it fa9t, but it shall not endure. 

16 He is green before the sun, and 
his branch shooteth forth in his gar¬ 
den. 

17 His roots aro wrapped about the 
heap, and sccth the plaoo of stones. 

18 If he destroy him from hisplaoe, 
then it shall deny him, saying, I have 
not seen thee. 

10 Behold, this is the joy of his 
way, and out of the earth shall others 
grow. 

20 Behold, God will not oast away 
a perfeot man, neither will he help 
the evil-doers; 

21 Till he fill thy mouth with laugh¬ 
ing, and thy lips with rejoicing. 

22 They that hate thee shall be 
olothed with shamo; and the dwell- 
ing-plaoe of the wioked shall oome to 
naught. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Q(xTt justice —- Han't innocency it not to be 
condemned by affliction*. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 I know it is so of a truth; 
but how should man be just with 
God? 

3 If he will oontend with him, he 
oannot answer him one of a thou¬ 
sand.

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In strength; who hath hardened I 
himself againBt him, and hath pros¬ 
pered 7 

5 Which removeth the monntainB, I 
and they know not; which overturn¬ 
ed them in his aDger; 

6 Which shaketh the earth out of 
her place, and the pillars thereof 
tremble; 

7 Which commanded the sun, and 
it riseth not; and sealeth up the 
stars; 

8 Which alone epreadeth out the 
heavens, and treadeth upon the waves 
of the seA; 

9 Which maketh Arcturus, Orion, 
and Pleiades, and the chambers of 
the south; 

10 Which doeth great things past 
finding out; yea, and wonders with¬ 
out number. 

11 Lo, he goeth by me, and I see 
him not; he passeth on also, but I 
perceive him not. 

12 Behold, he taketh away, who can 
hinder him? who will say unto him, 
What doest thou ? 

13 If God will not withdraw his 
anger, the proud helpers do stoop 
under him. 

14 Ilow much less shall I answer 
him, and choose out my words to 
reason with him ? 

15 Whom, though I were righteous, 
yet would I not answer, but I would 
make supplication to my judge. 

16 If I had called, and he had 
answered me ; yet would I not be¬ 
lieve that he had hearkened unto my 
voice. 

17 For he breaketh me with a tem¬ 
pest, and multiplieth my woands 
without cause. 

IS He will not suffer iue to take 
my breath, but filleth me with bitter¬ 
ness. 

19 If I speak of strength, lo, he is 
strong; and if of judgmeut, who shall 
set me a timo to plead? 

20 If I justify myself, mine own 
mouth shall oondemo me; if I say, I 
am perfect, it Bhall also prove me 
perverse. 

21 Though I were perfeot, yet would 
I not know my soul; I would despise 
my life. 

22 This is odo thing, therefore I 
said it, Hedestroyeth the perfeot and 
the wicked. 


23 If the scourge slay suddenly, be 
will laugh at the trial of the inno¬ 
cent. 

24 The earth is given into the hand 
of the wicked; he covereth the faces 
of the judges thereof; if not, where, 
and who is he ? 

25 Now my days are swifter than a 
post; they flee away, they see no 
good. 

26 They are passed away a a the 
swift ships; as the eagle thathasteth 
to the prey. 

27 If I say, I will forget my com¬ 
plaint, I will leave off my heaviness, 
and comfort myself; 

28 I am afraid of all my sorrows, I 
know that thou wilt not hold me 
innocent. 

29 If I be wicked, why then labour 
1 in vain ? 

30 If I wash myself with snow 
water, and make my hands never so 
clean; 

31 Ycl shall thou plunge me in the 
ditoh, and mine own clothes shall ab¬ 
hor me. 

32 For he is not a man, as I am, 
that I should answer him, and we 
should come together in judgment. 

33 Neither is there any daysman 
betwiit us, that might lay his hand 
upon us both. 

34 Let him lake his rod away from 
me, and let not his fear terrify me; 

35 Then would I speak, and not fear 
him ; but it is not so with me.

22 He disoovereth deep things out 
of darkness, and bringeth out to light 
the shadow of death. 

23 He increaseth the nations, and 
destroyeth them; he enlargeth the 
nations, and straiteneth them again. 

24 He taketh away the heart of the 
chief of the people of the earth, and 
causeth them to wander in a wilder¬ 
ness where there is no way. 

25 They grope in the dark without 
light, and he maketh them to 6tagger 
like a drnnken man.

25 Wilt thou break a leaf driven to 
and fro? and wilt thou pureuo tho 
dry stubble? 

26 For thou writest bitter things 
against mo, and makest me to possess 
the iniquities of my youth. 

27 Thou putteet my feet also in the 
atockR, and lookest narrowly UDto all 
my naths; thou settost a print upon 
tho heels of my feet. 

28 And he, as a rotten thing, con- 
sumoth, as n garment that is moth- 
eaten. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Job mtrtaieih God far favour. 

AN that is horn of a woman is 
of few days, and full of trouble. 

2 Ho cometh forth like a flower, and 
is cut down; he fleeth also as a 
shadow, and continuetb not. 

3 And dost thou open thino eyes 
upon such a one, and hringest me 
into Judgment with thee? 

4 Who can bring a clean thing out 
of an unoloan ? not one. 

5 Seeing hiH days are determined, 
the number of his months are with 
theo, thou hast appointed his bounds 
that be cannot pass; 

0 Turn from him, that he may rost, 
till he shall accomplish, as a hireling, 
his day. 

7 For there Is hope of a tree, if it he 
out down, that it will sprout again, 
and that the lender branoh thereof 
will not ooase.

9 What knowcsl thou, that we know 
not? what understandest thou, which 
is not in us ? 

10 With us are both the gray- 
headed and very aged tnen, much 
elder than thy father. 

11 Are tho consolations of God 
small with thee? is there any secret 
thing with thee? 

12 Why doth thine heart carry 
thee away? and what do thy eyes 
wink nt, 

13 That thou turncst thy spirit 
against God, and lettest such words 
go out of thy mouth ? 

14 What is man, that he should 
be clean? and he which is born of a 
woman, that he should be righteous? 

15 Debold, he putLelh no trust in 
his saints; yea, tho heavens are not 
clean in his sight. 

lfi How much more abominable and 
filthy is man, which drinketh iniquity 
like water ? 

17 I will show thee, hear me; aod 
that which I have Been I will de¬ 
clare; 

19 Which wise men have told from 
their fathers, and have not hid it; 

19 Unto whom alone the earth was 
given, and no stranger passed among 
them. 

20 The wioked man travailoth with 
pain all hie days, aDd the number of 
years is hidden to the oppressor. 

21 A dreadful sound is in his ears ; 
in prosperity the destroyer shall oorao 
upon him. 

22 He believeth not that he shall 
return out of darkness, and he is 
waited for of tho sword. 

23 He wandereth abroad for bread, 
saying, Where is it? he knoweth that 
the day of darkness is ready at his 
hand. 


24 Trouble and anguish shall make 
him afraid; they shall prevail against 
him, as a king ready to tho battle. 

25 For he slretcheth ont his hand 
against God, and strengthened him¬ 
self against the Almighty. 

26 He ruDneth upon him, even on 
his neck, upon the thick bosses of his 
bucklers; 

27 Because he covereth his face 
with his fatness, and maketh oollop 
of fat on his flanks. 

29 And he dwelled in desolate 
cities, and in houses which no man 
inhabited, which are ready to he- 
come heaps. 

29 He shall not he rich, neither 
shall his substaoce continue, neither 
shall he prolong the perfection thereof 
upon the earth. 

30 lie shall not depart out of dark¬ 
ness; the flame snail dry up his 
branches, and by the breath of his 
mouth shall he go away. 

31 Let not him that is deceived 
trusted vanity; for vanity shall be 
his recompense. 

32 It shall be accomplished before 
his time, and his branoh shall not be 
green. 

33 He shall shake off his unripe 
grape as the vine, and shall cast off 
his flower as the olive. 

34 For the congregation of hypo¬ 
crites shall be desolate, and fire ehall 
consume the tabcmocleB of bribery. 

35 They oonoeive mischief, and 
bring forth vanity, and deir belly 
prepared deoeit.

Job mainiawth his xrovxmey. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 I have heard many such 
things ; miserable comforters are ye 
all. 

3 Shall vain words have an end? 
or what emboldened thee that don 
onswerest ?

9 He tcareth me in his wrath, who 
bntcth me; ho gnasheth upon mo 
with his teeth; mine enemy aharp- 
encth his eyes upon mo. 

10 They have gaped upon me with 
tlicir mouth; they have smitten mo 
upon the cheok reproachfully; they 
have gathered themselves together 
against tne. 

11 God hath dolivorod mo to the 
ungodly, and turned mo over into 
the hands of the wioked. 

12 I was at ease, but ho hath 
broken rao asunder; ho hath also 
Inken mo by the neck, and shaken 
me to pieces, and set me up for his 
mark. 

13 IfiB archers compass me round 
about, he oleaveth my roins asunder, 
and doth not spare; ho pourcth out 
my gall upon the ground. 

14 11 o broaketh mo with breach 
upon broach; he runneth upon me 
like a giant. 

15 I have sewed saokoloth upon 
iny skin, and defiled my horn in the 
dust. 

10 My face is foul with weeping, 
and on my eyelids is the shadow of 
death ; 

17 Not for any injustice in mine 
hands; also iny prayer is pure. 

18 0 earth, oover not Lhou my blood, 
and let my cry have no plaoo. 

19 Also now, behold, my witness 
is iu heaven, and my record is on high. 

20 My friends scorn mo; but mine 
eyo poureth out tears unto God. 

21 Oh that one might plead for a 
man with God, as a man plcadcth for 
his neighbour! 

22 When a few years are come, 
then 1 shall go the way whence I 
Bhall not return.

3 Lay down now, pnt me in a surety 
with thee; who is he that will strike 
hands with me? 

4 For thou hast hid their heart from 
understanding; therefore sbalt thou 
not exalt them. 

5 He that speakoth flattery to his 
friends, even the eyes of his children 
shall fail. 

0 He hath mode me also a byword 
of the people; and aforetime I was 
as a tab ret. 

7 Mine eye also is dim hy reason 
of sorrow, and all my members are 
as a shadow. 

8 Upright men shall ho astoniod 
at this, and the innocent shall stir up 
himself against the bypoorite. 

9 The righteous also shall hold on 
his way, and he that hath clean 
hands Bhnll be stronger aud stronger. 

10 But as for you all, do ye return, 
and coine now; for I cannot find one 
wise man among you. 

11 My days are past, my purposes 
arc broken off, even the thoughts of 
my heart. 

12 They change the night into day ; 
the light is short boenuse of dark¬ 
ness.

28 Tho increase of Mb house shall 
depart, and hi9 goods shall flow away 
in the day of his wrath. 

29 This is the portion of a wiokod 
man from God, and the heritage ap¬ 
pointed unto him by God.

9 Their houses are safe from fear, 
neither is the rod of God upon Lhcin. 

10 Their bull gendereth, und failed 
not; tbeir cow calvclh, and castcth 
not her calf. 

11 They send forth their little ones 
like a flock, and their children dnncc. 

12 They take tho timbrel and harp, 
and rejoice at the sound of the organ. 

13 They spend their days in wealth, 
and in a moment go down to the 
grave. 

14 Therefore they say uuto God, 
Depart from us; for wo desire not the 
knowledge of thy ways.

22 Shall any teach God knowledge? 
seeing be judged those that are 
high. 

23 One dieth in his full strength, 
being wholly at case and quiet. 

24 His breasts aro full of milk, and 
his hones aro moistened wid marrow. 

25 And another dioth in the bitter¬ 
ness of his soul, and never eateth with 
pleasure. 


26 They shall lie down alike is 
the dust, and the worms Bhall cover 
them. 

27 Behold, I know your thoughts, 
and the devices which ye wrongfully 
imagine against me.

11 Which mnke oil within their 
walls, nnd tread their wine-presses, 
and suffer thirst. 

12 Men groan from out of the city, 
and the soul of the wounded cricth 
out; yet God layeth not folly to them. 

13 They are of those that rebel 
against the light; they know not the 
ways thereof, nor abide in tho paths 
thereof. 

14 The murderer rising with the 
light killotb the poor and needy, and 
in the night is as a thief. 

15 The eye also of tho adulterer 
waiteth for the twilight, saying, No 
eye shall see me; and disguiseth his 
face. 

16 In the dark they dig through 
houses, which they had marked for 
themselves in tho daytime; they know 
not the light. 

17 For tho morning is to them even 
as tho shadow of death; if one know 
them, they aro in the terrors of the 
shadow of death. 

18 He is swift as the waters; their 

E ortion is enrsed in the earth ; ho bo- 
oldcth not the way of the vineyards. 
19 Drought and beat consume the 
snow waters; so doth the grave thoso 
which have sinuod. 

20 Tho womb shall forget him; tho 


worm shall feed sweetly on him; he 
shall be no more remembered; and 
wickedness shall bo broken as a tree 

21 lie evil entreateth the barren that 
bcareth not; and doeth not good to 
tho widow. 

22 He draweth also the mighty with 
his power ; he riseth up, and no man 
is sure of life. 

23 Though it be given him to be in 
safety, whereon he resteth; yet uii 
eyes are upon their ways. 

24 They are exalted for a little while, 
but are gone and brought low; they 
are taken out of the way as all other, 
and cut off as the tops of the ears of 
corn. 

25 And if it be not so now, who will 
make me a liar, and make my speech 
nothing worth ?

12 lie divideth Lhe sen with hid 
power, and by his understanding he 
smiteth through the proud. 

13 lly Ins Spirit ho hath garnished 
the houvons; his hand hath formed 
the crookod serpent. 

11 Lo, theso are parts of bis ways ? 
but how litilo a portion is heard of 
him? but the thunder of his power 
who can understand?

11 I will loach you by tho hand of 
God ; that whioh is with the Almighty 
will I not conceal. 

12 Behold, all ye yoursolvca have 
seen it; why thou aro yo thus alto¬ 
gether vain ?

11 Uo bindeth the floods from over¬ 
flowing; and the thing that is hid 
bringeth be forth to light. 

12 But where shall wisdom be 
found? and where is the placoof un¬ 
derstanding? 

13 Man knoweth not the price there¬ 
of; noither is it found in the land of 
the living. 

14 The depth eaith, It is not in 
mo; and the sea sailh, It is not with 
me. 

15 It cannot be gotten for gold, 
neither shall silver be weighed for 
the price thereof. 

16 It cannot ho valued with the gold 
of Ophir, with the precious onyx, or 
the sapphire. 

17 The gold and the crystal can¬ 
not equal it; and tho exchange of it 
shall not bo for jewels of fine gold. 

18 No mention shall be made of 
coral, or of pearls; for the price of 
wisdom is above rubies. 

19 The topaz of Ethiopia shall not 
equal it, neither shall it be valued 
with pure gold. 

20 Whence then cometh wisdom ? 
and whero is the place of understand¬ 
ing? 

21 Scoing it is hid from tho eyes of 
all 1'ving, and kept close from tho 
fowls of the air. 

22 Destruction and death say, We 
have heard the fame thereof with our 
ears. 

23 God understandeth the way there¬ 
of, and he knoweth the place thereof. 

24 For he looketh to the ends of 
the earth, and aeeth under the whole 
heaven; 

25 To make the weight for the 
winds; and he weigheth the waters 
by measure. 

20 When he made a decreo for the 
rain, and a way for tho lightning of 
the thunder; 

27 Then did he see it, and declare 
It; he prepared it, yea, and searobed 
it out. 

28 And onto man he said, Behold, 
the fear of the Lord, that is wisdom ; 
and to depart from evil is under¬ 
standing. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 


Job'i farmer prosperity and honour. 

M OREOVER Job continued hie 
parable, and said, 

2 Oh that I were as in months 
past, as in the days when God pre¬ 
served me: 

3 When his candle shined upon my 
head, and when by his light I walked 
through darkness; 

4 As I was. in the days of my youth, 
when the secret of God was upon my 
tabernacle ; 

5 When the Almighty was yet with 
me, when my children wero about me ; 

6 When I washed my steps with 
butter, and the rock poured me out 
rivers of oil; 

7 When I went out to the gate 
through the city, when I prepared my 
seat in the street! 

8 The young men saw me, and hid 
themselves; and the aged arose, and 
stood up. 

9 The princes refrained tolking, and 
laid their hand on their mouth. 

10 The nobles held their peace, and 
their tongue cleaved to the roof of 
their mouth. 

11 When the car heard me, then it 
hlessed me; and when the eye saw 
me, it gave witness to me ; 

12 Because I delivered the poor that 
oried, and the fatherless, and him 
that had none to help him. 

13 The Messing of him that was 
ready to perish came upon ine ; and 
I caused the widow's heart to sing 
for joy. 

14 I put on righteousness, and it 
clothed me; my judgment was as a 
robe and a diadem. 

15 I was eyes to the blind, and feet 
was I to tho lame. 

16 I was a father to the poor; and 
the cause which I knew not I searohed 


out. 

17 And I brake the jaws of the 
wioked, and plucked the spoil out of 
his teeth. 

19 Then I said. I shall die in my 
nest, and I shall multiply my days 
as the sand. 

19 My root was spread out by the 
waters, and the dew lay all night 
upon my branch. 

20 My glory was fresh in me, and 
and my bow was renewed in my 
hand. 
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21 Unto iuc men gave ear, and 
wailed, and kept silence at my counsel. 

22 After my words they spake not 
again ; and my speech dropped upon j 
them. 

22 And they waited for mo afl for 
the rain; and they opened their 
mouth wide as for the latter rain. 

24 If I laughed on them, they be¬ 
lieved it not; and the light of my 
countenance they cast not down. 

25 I choso out their way, and sat 
okief, and dwell as a king in the 
army, as one that comforteth the 
mourners. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

honour u turned into contempt, Am 
prosperity into calamity. 

UT now they that are younger 
than I have me in derision, 
whose fathers I would have disdained 
lu have set with the dogs of my flock. 

2 Yea, whereto might the strength 
of their hutuls profit me, in whom old 
age was perished ? 

3 For want and farniuc they wore 
solitary; fleeing into the wilderness 
in former time desolate and waste ; 

4 Who cut up mallows by tho bushes, 
and juniper roots for Ihcir meat. 

5 They were driven forth from 
among mon, (they cried after them 
as after a thief,) 

0 To dwoll in tho olifls of the valleys, 
in eaves of tho earth, and in the 
rooks. 

7 Among the bushes they brayed; 
under tho nettles they woro gathered 
logotbcr. 

8 Tboy were ohildron of fools, yea, 
children of base men ; they were viler 
than the earth. 

9 And now am I their song, yea, I 
am thoir by-word. 

10 They abhor ine, they flee far from 
mo, and spare not to spit in my face. 

11 HeoauHe ho hath loosed my cord, 
and afflicted me, thoy have also let 
loose the bridle hoforo me. 

12 Upon my right hand rise tho 
youth : they push away my foot, and 
thoy raise up against me the ways 
of their destruction. 

13 They mar my path, they sol for¬ 
ward my calamity, thoy have uo 
helper. 

14 They oamo upon mo as a wide 
breaking in of waters; in tho desola¬ 
tion they rolled themselves upon me. 


15 Terrors are turned upon me j 
they pursue uij r soul as the wind ; and 
my welfare passeth away as a cloud. 

1C And now my soul is poured out 
upon me ; tho days of affliction have 
taken hold upon me. 

17 My bones arc pierced in mo in 
the night season; and my sinews 
lake no rest. 

18 By tho great force of my disease 
is my garment changed; it hindeth 
me about as the collar of my coat. 

19 He hath cast mo into the mire, 
and I am become like dust and ashes. 

20 I cry unto theo, and thou dost 
not hear me; I stand up, and thou 
regardcst me not. 

21 Thou Art become cruel to me; 
with thy strong hand thou opposest 
thyself against mo. 

22 Thou liftest mo up to tho wind ; 
Lhou causest me to ride upon it, and 
dissolvcst my suhstanec. 

23 For I know that thou wilt bring 
me to death, and to the house 
appointed for all living. 

24 Ilowbeit he will not stretch out 
his hand to the grave, though thoy 
cry in his destruction. 

25 Did not I weep for him that was 
in trouble? was not my soul grieved 
for the poor ? 

26 When I looked for good, then 
evil came udIo mo; and when I waited 
for light, there came darkness. 

27 My howels boiled, and rested 
not; the days of affliction prevented 
me. 

28 I went mourning without the 
sun; I stood up, aDd I cried in the 
congregation. 

29 1 am a brother to dragonB, and 
a companion to owls. 

30 My skin is hlack upon me, and 
my Uonos aro burned with heat. 

31 My harp also is turned to mourn¬ 
ing, and my organ into the voioe of 
them that weep. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

Job protutdh Ail integrity. 

MADE a oovenaut with mine eyes; 
why then should I think upon a 
maid ? 

2 For what portion of God is there 
from above ? and what inheritance 
of the Almighty from on high 7 

3 Is not destruction to the wicked 7 
and a strange punishment to the 
workers of iniquity 7 
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4 Doth not he see my ways, and 
count all my aleps ? 

5 If I have walked with vanity, or 
if my foot hath hasted to deceit; 

6 Lot mo be weighed in an even 
balance, that Qod may know mine 
integrity. 

7 If my step hath turned out of the 
way, and mine heart walked after 
mine eyeB, and if any blot hath 
oleaved to mine hands; 

8 Then lot me sow, and lot another 
eat; yea, let my offspring be rooted out. 

9 If mine heart have been deceived 
by a woman, or if I have laid wait at 
my neighbour’s door; 

10 Then let my wife grind unto 
another, and let others bow down 
upon her. 

11 For this is a heinous crime ; yea, 
it is an iniquity to be punished by 
the judges. 

12 For it is a fire that oonsumeth to 
destruction, and would root out all 
mine increase. 

13 If I did despise the oause of my 
man-servant or of my maid-Bervant, 
when they contended with me; 

14 What then shall I do when God 
risoth up 7 and when he visiteth, 
what shall I answer him ? 

15 Did not he that made me in the 
womb make him ? and did not one 
fashion us in the womb? 

16 If I have withheld the poor from 
their desire, or have caused the eyes 
of tho widow to fail; 

17 Or have eaten my morsel myself 
alone, and the fatherless hath not 
eaten thereof; 

18 (For from my youth he was 
brought up with mo, as with a father, 
and I have guided her from my 
mother’s womb;) 

19 If I have seen any perish for 
want of olothing, or any poor without 
covering; 

20 If his loins have not blessed me, 
and if he were not warmed with the 
fleeoe of my sheep ; 

21 If I have lifted np my hand 
against the fatherless, when I saw 
my help in the gate; 

22 Then let mino arm fall from my 
shoulder blade, and mine arm be 
broken from the bone. 

23 For destruction from God was 
a torror to me, and by reason of his 
highness I oould not endure. 


24 If I have made gold my hope, 
or have said to the fine gold, Thou 
art my confidence; 

25 If I rejoiced hecause my wealth 
was great, and because mine hand 
had gotten much; 

26 If I beheld tho sun when it 
shined, or the moon walking in 
brightness; 

27 And my heart hath been secret¬ 
ly entioed, or my mouth hath kissed 
my hand; 

28 This also were an iniquity to be 
unished hy the judge; for I should 
ave denied the God that is above. 

29 If I rejoiced at the destruction 
of him that hated me, or lifted ap 
myself when evil found him ; 

30 (Neither havo I suffered my 
mouth to sin by wishing a curse to 
his soul.) 

31 If the men of my tabernacle 
said not, Oh that we had of his flesh! 
we cannot be satisfied. 

32 The stranger did not lodge in the 
street; but I opened my doors to the 
traveller. 

33 If I covered my transgressions 
as Adam, by hiding mine iniquity in 
my bosom ; 

34 Did I fear a great multitude, or 
did the contempt of families terrify 
me, that I kept silence, and went not 
out of the door ? 

35 Oh that one would hear me! be¬ 
hold, my desire is, that the Almigh¬ 
ty would answer me, and that mine 
adversary had written a book. 

36 Surely I would take it upon my 
shoulder, and bind it as a orown to 
me. 

37 I would deolare unto him the 
number of my Bteps; as a prince 
would I go near unto him. 

38 If my land cry against me, or 
that tho furrows likowise thereof 
complain ; 

39 If I have eaten the fruits there¬ 
of without money, or have causod the 
owners thoroof to lose their life; 

40 Let thistles grow instead of 
wheat, and oockle instead of barley. 
The words of Job are ended. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Elihu, angry with Job, cxcvseih him —A 
reprovtlh Job's frirsuit. 

0 these three men ceased to an- 
swor Job, becauso ho war right¬ 
eous in his own eyes. 



CHAPTER XXXIII. 


2 Then was kindled the wrath of 
Elihu the son of Barachol the Buzite, 
of the kindred of Bam ; against Job 
was bi 9 wrath kindled, because he 
justified himself rather than God. 

3 Also against his three friends was 
his wrath kindled, because they had 
found no answer, and yet had con¬ 
demned Job. 

4 Now Eliha had waited till Job 
had spokeD, because they were elder 
than he. 

5 When Elihu saw that there was 
no answer in the mouth of these Lhrce 
men, then his wrath was kindled. 

0 And Elihu the Bon of Barachel 
tho Buzite answered and said, I am 
young, and yo are very old; whero- 
foro I was afraid, and durst not show 
you mine opinion. 

7 I said, Days should speak, and 
multitude of years should teach wis¬ 
dom. 

8 But there is a spirit in man; and 

tho inspiration of the Almighty giv- 
oth them understanding. w _ v 

9 Great men are not always wise;) 
neithor do the aged understand judg-,' 
ment. 

10 Thoreforo I said, Hearken to 
mo; I also will show mine opinion. 

11 Bohold, I waited for your words; 

I gave ear to your reasons, whilst ye 
searched out what to say. 

12 Tea, I attonded unto you, and 
behold, thore was nono of you that 
convinced Job, or that answered his 
words ; 

13 Lest ye should say, We have 
found out wisdom ; God thrustelh him 
down, not man. 

14 Now ho hath not direoted his 
words against me; neithor will I 
anawor him with your speeches. 

16 They wore amazed, they answer¬ 
ed no more; they loft off speaking. 

10 When I had waited, (for they 
■pake not, but stood still, and an¬ 
swered no more,) 

17 I said, I will answer also my 
part.; I also will show mine opinion. 

18 For I am full of matter; the 
spirit within me oonstraineth mo. 

19 Behold, my belly is as wino 
which bath no vent; it is ready to 
burst like now bottles. 

20 I will speak, that I may he re¬ 
freshed ; I will open my lips and an¬ 
swer. 
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21 Lot me not, I pray you, aooept 
any man’s person ; neither let me give 
flattering lilies unto man. 

22 For I know not to give flattoring 
titles; in so doing my Maker would 
soon take me away. 

CHAPTER XXXIIL 

Elihu offereVi to reason with Job — Ood call- 

tih man to rejtmtance by visions , by afflic¬ 
tions, and by his ministry. 

HEREFORE, Job, I pray thee, 
hear my speechos, and hearken 
to all my words. 

2 Behold, now I havo opened my 
mouth, my tongue hath spoken in 
my mouth. 

3 My words shall be of the up¬ 
rightness of my heart; and my lips 
shall utter knowledge clearly. 

4 The Spirit of God hath made me, 
and the breath of the Almighty hath 
given me life. 

5 If thou oanBt answer me, set thy 
words in order before me, stand 
up. 

6 Bohold, I am according to thy 
wish in God’s stead; I also am form¬ 
ed out of the clay. 

7 Behold, my terror shall not make 
thee afraid, neither shall my hand be 
heavy upon thee. 

8 Surely thou hast spoken in mine 
hoaring, and I have heard the voice 
of thy words, saying, 

9 I am clean without transgression, 
I am innocent; noither is there 
iniquity in me. 

10 Bohold, he flndeth oooasions 
against me, he oounteth me for hii 
enemy; 

11 lie putteth my feet in the stooks, 
he marketh all my paths. 

12 Behold, in this thou art not Jnet; 
I will nuswur thee, that God is greater 
than man. 

13 Why dost thou strive against 
him ? for he givoth not aooount of 
any of his matters. 

14 For God apeaketh onoe, yea 
twioo, yot man poroeiveth it not. 

15 In a dream, in a vision of the 
night, when deep sleep falleth upon 
men, in slumberiQgs upon the bed; 

10 Thon ho openeth the ears of 
men, and eealeth their instruotion, 

17 That he may withdraw man from 
his purpose, and hide pride from 
man. 

18 He keopeth book hia soul from 
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the bit, and his life from perishing 
by the eword. 

19 He is chastened also with pain 
upon his bed, and the multitude of 
his bones with strong pain; 

20 So that his life abhorreth bread, 
and hiB soul dainty meat. 

21 His flesh is consumed away, that 
it cannot be seen ; and his bones that 
were not seen stick out. 

22 Yea, his soul draweth near unto 
the grave, and his life to the des¬ 
troyers. 

23 If there he a messenger with 
him, an interpreter, one among a 
thousand, to show unto man his up¬ 
rightness ; 

24 Then he is gracious unto him, 
and saith, Deliver him from going 
down to the pit; I have found a 
ransom. 

25 His flesh shall be fresher than 
a child’s; ho shall return to the days 
of his youth; 

26 He shall pray unto God, and ho 
will be favourable unto him ; and he 
shall seo his face with joy; for he 
will render unto man his righteous¬ 
ness. 

27 Ho looketh upon men, and if 
any say, I have sinned, and pervert¬ 
ed that which was right, and it pro¬ 
fited me not; 

28 He will deliver his soul from 
going into the pit, and his life shall 
see the light. 

29 Lo, all these things worketh God 
oftentimes with man, 

30 To bring back his soul from the 
pit, to be enlightened with the light 
of the living. 

31 Mark well, 0 Job, hearken unto 
me; hold thy peace, and I will speak. 

32 If thou hast anything to say, 
answer me; speak, for I desire to 
justify thee. 

33 If not, hearken unto mo; hold 
thy peace, and I shall loach thoe 
wisdom. 

CIIAPTBR XXXIV. 

Elihu reproveth Job. 
URTUERMORE Elihu answered 
and said, 

2 Hear my words, 0 ye wise men ; 
and give ear unto me, ye that have 
knowledge. 

3 For the oar trieth words, as the 
mouth taeteth meal. 

4 Let us ohoose to us judgment; I 


let us know among ourselves what is 
good. 

5 For Job hath said, I am right¬ 
eous ; and God hath taken away my 
judgment. 

6 Should I lie against my right ? 
my wound is incurable without trans¬ 
gression. 

7 What man is like Job, whodrink- 
oth up scorning like water ? 

8 Which goeth in company with 
the workers of iniquity, and walketh 
with wicked men. 

9 For he hath said, It profiteth a 
man nothing that he should delight 
himself with God. 

10 Therefore hearken unto me, ye 
men of understanding; far be it from 
God, that he should do wickedness; 
aDd from the Almighty, that he 
should commit iniquity. 

11 For the work of a man shall he 
render unto him, and cause every 
man to find according to his ways. • 

12 Yea, surely God will not do 
wickedly, neither will the Almighty 
pervert judgment. 

13 Who hath given him a charge 
over the earth ? or who hath disposed 
the whole world ? 

14 If he set his heart upon man, if 
he gather unto himself hiB spirit and 
his breath ; 

15 All flesh shall perish together, 
and man shall turn again unto dust. 

16 If now thou bast understanding, 
hear this; hearken to the voice of my 
words. 

17 Shall even he that hateth right 
govern ? and wilt thou condemn him 
that is most just ? 

18 Is it fit to say to a king, Thou 
art wickod? aud to princes, Ye are 
ungodly ? 

19 How much less to him that ao- 
ccptcth not tho persons of princes, 
nor regardeth the rich more than the 

oor ? for they all are the work of hii 

ands. 

20 In a rnomont shall they die, and 
:ho people shall be troubled at mid- 
night, and pass away; and the 
mighty shall be taken away without 
hand. 

21 For his eyes are upon the wayi 
of man, and ho sceth all his goings. 

22 There is no darkness, nor shadow 
of death, where tho workers of in 
iquity may hide themselves. 
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23 For he will not lay upon man 
more than right; that he should en¬ 
ter into judgment with God. 

21 lie shall break in pieces mighty 
men without number, and set others 
In their stead. 

25 Therefore ho knoweth their 
works, and he overturned them in 
I bo night, so that they are destroyed. 

26 IIo striked them as wicked men 
in the open sight of others; 

27 Because they turned back from 
him, aDd would not oonsider any of 
bis ways ; 

28 So that they cause the cry of the 
poor to coine unto him, and he hcar- 
eth the cry of the afflicted. 

29 When he giveth quieLncss, who 
then can make trouble ? and when 
he liidcth bis face, who then can be¬ 
hold him ? whether it bo done against 
a nation, or against a man only; 

30 That tho hypocrite reign not, 
lest the people bo ensnared. 

31 Surely it is meet to bo said unto 
God, 1 have borne chastisement, I will 
not offend any more. 

32 That which I seo not teach thou 
me; if I have done iniquity, I will 
do no more. 

33 Should it be according to thy 
mind ? he will recompense it, whether 
thou refuse, or whether Lhou choose; 
and not I ; therefore speak what thou 
kuuwost. 

31 Lul mon of understanding tell 
me, and let a wiuo man hearken unto 
mo. 

35 Job bath spoken without know¬ 
ledge, and his words were without 
wisdom. 

3fi My desire is that Job may bo 
Lricd unto tho end, beoauso of his 
answers for wicked men. 

37 For ho addotb rebellion unto bis 
sin, ho olappeth bis hands among 
us, and multiplied his words against 
God. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 

Companion not to be made with God—Muity 
not fteard for want of faith. 

E lilllU spake moreover, and said, 
2 Thiukcst thou this to be right, 
that thou saidsl. My righteousness is 
more than God's '( 

3 For tbou saidst, What advantage 
will it be unto thco ? uud, What 
profit shall I have, if 1 bo cleansed 
from my sin ? 


4 I will answer thee, and thy oom- 
panions with thoe. 

5 Look unto the heavens, and see ; 
and hchold the clouds which are 
higher than thou. 

6 If thou siunest, what doest thou 
against him ? or if thy transgressions 
bo multiplied, what doest thou unto 
him ? 

7 If thou be righteous, what givest 
thou him ? or what received he of 
thine hand ? 

8 Thy wickedness may hurt a man 
as thou art; and thy righteousness 
may profit the son of mau. 

9 By reason of the multitude of op¬ 
pressions they make the oppressed 
to cry; they cry out by reason of the 
arm of the mighty. 

10 But none saith, Where is God 
my maker, who giveth songs in the 
night; 

11 Who toachoth us more than the 
hcasts of tho earth, and makoth us 
wisor than the fowls of heaven ? 

12 There they cry, but none giveth 
answer, bccauso of the pride of evil 
mon. 

13 Surely God will not hear vanity, 
neither will the Almighty regard it. 

14 Although thou sayest thou shalt 
not see him, yet judgment is bofore 
him ; therefore trust thou in him. 

15 But now, because it is not so, he 
hath visited iu his anger; yet he 
knoweth it not in groat extremity; 

16 Therefore doth Job open his 
mouth in vain ; be multiplied words 
without knowledge. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

Elihu showeth how Godworks are to be 
magnified. 

E LIIIU also proceeded, and said, 

2 Suffer me a little, and I will 
show thee that I have yet to speak 
on God’s behalf. 

3 I will fetch my knowledge from 
afar, and will asoribe righteousness 
to my Maker. 

4 For truly my words shall not be 
false; ho that is perfect in knowledge 
is with thee. 

6 Behold, God is mighty, and do- 
spiBeth not any; ho is mighty in 
strength and wisdom. 

6 lie preserved not the life of 
the wioked; but giveth right to the 
poor. 

7 He witbdraweth not hli eye*

from the righteous; but with kings 
are they on tho throne; yea, he doth 
establish them for ever, and they are 
exalted. 

8 And if they be bound in fetters, 
and be holden in cords of afflic¬ 
tion ; 

9 Then he showeth them their work, 
And their transgressions that they 
oave exceeded. 

10 He opencth also their ear to 
lisciplino, and commandeth that 
hey return from iniquity. 

11 If they obey and servo him, they 
shall spend their days in prosperity, 
and their years in pleasures. 

12 But if they obey not, they shall 
perish by the sword, and they shall 
die without knowledge. 

13 But the hypocrites in heart heap 
up wrath; they cry not when ho bind- 
eth them. 

14 They dio in youth, and their life 
is among the unclean. 

15 He delivercth the poor in his 
affliction, and opencth their ears in 
oppression. 

10 Even so would ho have removed 
thee out of the strait into a broad 
place, where there is no straitness; 
and that which should be set on thy 
table should be full of fatness. 

17 But thou hast fulfilled the judg¬ 
ment of the wicked; judgment and 
justice take hold on thco. 

18 Beoause there is wrath, beware 
lest he take thee away with his 
stroke; then a great ransom cannot 
deliver thee. 

19 Will he esteem thy riches ? no, 
Dot gold, nor all the forces of strength. 

20 Dosiro not the night, when peo¬ 
ple aro cut off in their place. 

21 Take heed, regard not iniquity; 
for this hast thou chosen rather than 
affliction. 

22 Behold, God oxalteth by his 
power; who teacheth like him? 

23 Who hath enjoiued him his way? 
or who can say, Thou hast wrought 
iniquity ? 

24 Remember that thou magnify 
his work, which men behold. 

25 Every mau may see it; man may 
behold it afar off. 

26 Behold, God is great, and we 
know him not, neither oau the num¬ 
ber of his years bo searched out. 

27 For he maketh small the drops 


of water; they pour down rain ac¬ 
cording to the vapour thereof; 

28 Which the clouds do drop and 
distil upon man abundantly. 

29 Also can any understand the 
spreadings of the clouds, or the noise 
of his tabernacle? 

30 Bebold, he epreadeth his light 
upon it, and covereth the bottom of 
the eea. 

31 For by them judgeth he the peo¬ 
ple ; he giveth meat in ahundance. 

32 With clouds he covereth the 
light; and commandeth it not to 
shine by the cloud that cometh be¬ 
twixt. 

33 The noise thereof showeth con¬ 
cerning it, tho cattle also concerning 
the vapour. 

CHAPTER XXXXll. 

God is to be feared — Uis wisdom shown. 

T this also my heart trcmbleth, 
and is moved out of his place. 

2 Hear attentively the noise of hia 
voice, and the sound that gooth out 
of his mouth.

9 So Eliphaz tho Temanite and 
Bildad the Shuhite and Zophar the 
Naamathite went, and did according 
as the Lord commanded them; the 
Lord also accepted Joh. 

10 And the Lord tamed the cap¬ 
tivity of Job, when he prayed for 
his friends; also the Lord gave 
Job twice as much as he had be¬ 
fore. 

11 Then camo there unto him all 
his brethren, and all his sisters, and 
all they that had been of his acquaint¬ 
ance before, and did cat bread with 
him in his house : and they bemoaned 
him, and comforted him over all the 
evil that the Lord had brought upon 
him; every man also gave h r m a 
piece of money, and every or.© an 
earring of gold.

5 A man was famous aooording as 
ho had lifted up axes upon the thick 
trees. 

Q But now thoy break down the 
carved work thereof at once with axes 
und hammers. 

7 They have cast fire into thy sanc¬ 
tuary, they have dofiled by oasting 
down the dwelling-place of thy name 
(o the ground. 

8 Thoy said in their hearts, Let us 
destroy them together; they have 
burned up all the synagogues of God 
in the land. 

9 Wo boo not our signs; there is no 

uure any prophet; neither is thoro 
among us any that knoweth how 
long. i 

10 0 Goa, how long shall the adver¬ 
sary reproach? shall the enemy 
blaBpheme thy name for ever? 

11 Why withdrawost thou thy hand, 
even thy right hand 7 pluok it out 
of thy bosom. 

13 For God Is my King of old, 


working salvation in the midst of the 
earth. 

13 Thou didst divide the soa by thy 
strength ; thou hrakeet the heads of 
tho dragons in the waters. 

14 Thou brakest the heads of 
leviathan in pioces, and gavest him 
to be meat to the people inhabiting 
the wilderness. 

15 Thou didst oleave the fountain 
and the flood ; thou driedst up mighty 
rivers. 

16 The day is thine, the night also 
is thine; thou hast prepared tho 
light and the sun. 

17 Thou hast sol all the borders of 
the earth; thou hast made summer 
and winter. 

18 Ilemember this, that the enomy 
hath reproached, 0 Lord, and that 
the foolish people have blasphemed 
thy name. 

19 0 deliver not the soul of thy 
turtle-dove unto the multitude of the 
wicked; forget not the congrogation 
of thy poor for ever. 

20 Have respect unto the covenant; 
for the dark places of the earth are 
full of the habitations of ornolty. 

21 Oh let not the oppressed return 
ashamed; let the poor and needy 
praise thy name. 

22 Arise, 0 God, plead thine own 
cause; remember how the foolish 
man reproachelh thee daily. 

23 Forget not the voice of thine 
enemies; the tumult of those that 
rise up against thee inoreaseth con¬ 
tinually. 

P8ALM LXXV. 

The prophet praueth Ood, and promiseth to 
execute justice. 

To the chief Musician, Al-tasohith, A 
Psalm or Song of Asaph.

6 At thy rebuke, 0 God of Jacob, 
both the chariot and horse are cast 
into a dead sleep. 

7 Thou, even thou, art to be feared ; 
and who may stand in thy sight when 
once thou art angry ? 

8 Thou didst oause judgment to be 
heard from heaven; the earth feared, 
and was stitl, 

9 When God arose to judgment, to 
save all the meek of tho earth. Selah. 

10 Surely the wrath of man shall 
praise thee; the remainder of wrath 
shalt thou restrain. 

11 Vow, and pay unto the Lord your 
God ; let all that be round about him 
bring presents unto him that ought 
to be feared. 

12 He shall out off the spirit of 
princes; he is terrible to the kings 
of the earth.

6 I call to remembrance my song in 
the night; I commune with mine own 
heart; and my spirit made diligent 
Bearch. 

7 Will the Lord cast off for ever 7 
and will he be favourable no more? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone for ever ? 
doth his promise fall for evermore ? 

9 Hath God forgotten to be gracious 7 
hath he in anger shut op his tender 
mercies 7 Selah. 

10 And I said, This is my infirmity ; 
but I will remembor the years of the 
right hand of the Most High. 

11 I will remember the works of the 
Lord; surely I will remember thy 
wonders of old. 

12 I will meditate also of all thy 
work, and talk of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, 0 God, is in the sanc¬ 
tuary ; who is so great a God as our 
God? 

14 Thou art the God that doest 
wonders; thou hast declared thy 
strength among the people. 

15 Thou hast with thine arm re¬ 
deemed thy people, the sons of Jacob 
and Joseph. Solah. 

16 The waters saw thee, 0 God, the 
waters saw thee ; they were afraid ; 
the depths also were troubled. 

17 The olouds poured ont water; 
the skies sent out a sound; thine 
arrows also wont abroad. 

18 The voioo of thy thunder was in 
the heaven ; the lightnings lightened 
the world; the earth trembled and 
shook. 

10 Thy way is in the sea, and thy 
path in the great waters, and thy 
footsteps are not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like a 
flook by the hand of Moses and 
Aaron 
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PSALM LXXVIIL 

An exhortation to learn and teach the law of 
Qod — God 1 1 wrath againtt the disobedient. 
Maechil of Asaph. 

IVE ear, 0 my people, lo my 
law; iodine your ears to the 
words of my mouth. 

2 I will open my mouth in a para- 
blo; I will utter dark sayings of old; 

3 Which we have heard and known, 
and our fathers have told us. 

4 We will not hide them from their 
children, showing to the generation 
Lo coino the praises of the Lord, and 
his strength, and his wonderful works 
that ho hath done. 

5 For ho established a testimony in 
Jacob, and appointed a law in Israel, 
which he commanded our fathers, 
that they should make them known 
to Ihoir children; 

6 That the generation to come 
might know them, even the ohildron 
which should be born; who should 
arise and deolaro them to their chil¬ 
dren ; 

7 That thoy might set thoir hope in 
God, and not forget the works of God, 
but keep his oommandments; 

8 And might not be as thoir fathers, 
a stubborn and rebellious generation; 
a generation that set not their heart 
aright, and whoso spirit was not 
steadfast with God. 

9 The children of Ephraim, boing 
armed, and carrying bows, turnod 
back in tho day of battle. 

10 Thoy kept not tho covenant of 
God, and refused to walk in his law; 

11 And forgat his works, and his 
wonders that he hud showed them. 

12 Marvollous things did he in the 
sight of thoir fathers, in the land of 
Egypt, in tho field of Zoan. 

13 lie divided tho sea, and caused 
them to pass through; and he made 
tho waters to stand as a heap. 

14 In the day4imo also he led them 
with a cloud, and all tho night with a 
light of fire. 

15 He olavo tho rooks in the wil¬ 
derness, and gave them drink as out 
of tho great depths. 

10 Ho brought Btroams also out of 
the rock, and oaused waters to run 
down like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yot more against 
him by provoking the Most High in 
ihe wilderness. 


18 And they tempted God in their 
hoart by asking meat for their lust. 

(9 Yea, they spake against Qod; 
they said. Can God furnish a table in 
the wilderness? 

20 Behold, ho smote the rook, that the 
waters gushed out, and the streams 
overflowed; oan he give bread also? 
can he provide flesh for his people? 

21 Therefore the Lord heard this, 
and was wroth; so a fire was kindled 
againet Jacob, and anger also came 
up against Israel; 

22 Because they believed not in God, 
and trusted not in his salvation; 

23 Though ho had commanded tho 
olouds from abovo, and opened the 
doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down manna 
upon them to eat, and had given them 
of tho corn of heaven. 

25 Man did eat angels' food; he 
sent them moat to the full. 

26 He caused an east wind to blow 
in tho hoaven; and by his power he 
brought in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them 
as dust, and feathered fowls like as 
the sand of the sea; 

28 And he let it fall in the midst of 
their camp, round about their habita¬ 
tions. 

29 So they did eat, and were well 
filled; for be gavo them their own 

desire; 

30 They were not estranged from 
their lust; but while their meat was 
yet in their mouths, 

31 Tho wrath of God came npon 
them, and slew the fattest of them, 
and smote down the ohosen men of 
Israel. 

32 For all this they sinned still, and 
believed not for his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he 
oonsume in vanity, and thoir years 
in trouble. 

34 When he Blew them, then they 
sought him; aud they returned and 
inquired early after God. 

35 And they remembered that God 
was their Rock, and the high God 
their Redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter him 
with thoir mouth, and they lied unto 
him with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right 
with him, neither were they steadfast 
in his covenant. 
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88 But he, being full of compassion, 
forgave their iniquity, and destroyed 
them not; yea, many a time turned 
he his anger away, and did not stir 
up all his wrath. 

39 For he remembered that they 
were but flesh; a wind that passeth 
away, and oometh not again. 

40 How oft did they provoke him in 
the wilderness, and grieve him in the 
desert! 

41 Yea, they turned back and 
tempted Qod, and limited the Holy 
One of Israel. 

42 They remembered not his hand, 
nor the day when he delivered them 
from the enemy; 

43 How he had wrought his signs 
in Egypt, and his wonders in the 
field of Zoan; 

44 And had turned their rivers into 
blood; and their floods, that they 
oould not drink. 

45 He sent divers sorts of flies 
among them, which devoured them; 
and frogs, which destroyed them. 

46 He gave also their increase unto 
the caterpillar, and their labour unto 
the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines wilh 
hail, and their sycamore trees with 
frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to 
the hail, and their flocks to hot thun¬ 
derbolts. 

49 He oast upon them the fierceness 
of his anger, wrath, and indignation, 
and trouble, by sending evil angels 
among them. 

50 He made a way to hie anger; he 
spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their life over to the pestilence: 

51 And smote all the first-born in 
Egypt; the ohiof of their strength in 
the tabernacles of Ham ; 

62 But made his own people to go 
forth like sheep, and guided them in 
the wilderness like a flock. 

53 And he lod them on safely, so 
that they fearod not; but the gea 
overwhelmed their enemies. 

64 And he brought them to the 
border of his sanctuary, even to th'o 
mountain, whioh his right hand had 
purchased. 

66 He oast ont the heathen also 
before them, and divided them an 
inheritance by line, and made the 
tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 


56 Yet they tempted and provoked 
the most high Qod, and kepL not his 
testimonies; 

57 But turned back, and dealt un¬ 
faithfully like their fathers; they 
were turned aside like a deceitful 
bow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger 
with their high places, and moved 
him to jealousy with their graven 
images. 

59 When God heard this, he was 
wroth, and greatly abhorred Israel. 

60 So that he forsook the taber¬ 
nacle of Shiloh, the tent which he 
placed among men; 

61 And delivered his strength into 
captivity, and his glory into the ene¬ 
my’s hand. 

62 He gave his people over also 
unto the sword; and was wroth with 
his inheritance. 

63 The fire consnmed their yonng 
men; and their maidenB were not 
given to marriage. 

64 -Their priests fell by the sword; 
and their widows made no lamenta¬ 
tion. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one 
out of sleep, and like a mighty man 
that shouteth by reason of wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts; he put them to a per¬ 
petual reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the taber¬ 
nacle of Joseph, and chose not the 
tribe of Ephraim; 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, 
the mount Zion which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary like 
high palaces, like the earth which he 
hath established for ever. 

70 He chose David also his servant, 
and took him from the 6heepfolds; 

71 From following the ewe9 great 
with young he brought him to feed 
Jacob his people, and Israel his in¬ 
heritance. 

72 So he fed them according to the 
integrity of his heart; and guidoi 
them by the ekilfulness of his hands. 

PSALll I.XXIX. 

The desolatum of Jerusalem—David pray<0\ 
for ill deliveranct. 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

QOD, the heathen arc come into 
thine inheritance ; thy holy tem- 
plo havo they defiled; they have laid 
Jerusalem on heAps. 
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2 The dead bodies of thy servants 
have they given to be moat unto the 
fowls of the heaven, the flesh of thy 
saints unto the beasts of the earth. 

3 Their blood have they shed like 
water round ahout Jorusalem; and 
there was none to bury them. 

4 Wo are become a reproach to our 
neighbours, a Bcorn and derision to 
them that are round about us. 

5 How long, Lord? wilt thou be 
angry for ever? shall thy jealousy 
turn liko fire ? 

0 Pour out thy wrath upon the hea¬ 
then that have not known thee, and 
upon tho kingdoms Lhat have not 
called upon thy name. 

7 For they have devoured Jacob, 
and laid waste his dwclling-plaoo. 

8 Oh remember not against us for¬ 
mer iniquities ; let thy tender mercies 
speedily prevenl us; for wo are 
brought very low. 

9 Help us, 0 God of our salvation, 
for the glory of thy name; and de¬ 
liver us, and purge away our sins, 
for thy name’s Bake. 

10 Wherefore should the heathen 
say, Whero is their God? let him be 
known among tho heathen in our 
eight by the revenging of tho blood 
of thy servants which is shed. 

11 Lot the sighing of tho prisoner 
come beforo thee; according to the 
greatness of thy power preserve thou 
Lhose that are appointed to die; 

12 And render unto our neighbours 
seven-fold into their bosom their re¬ 
proach, wherewith they have re- 
proaohed thee, 0 Lord. 

13 So we thy peoplo and sheep of 
tby pasturo will give tlioo thanks for 
evor; we will show forth thy praise 
to all generations.

4 A froward heart shall depart from 
me; I will not know a wicked person. 

5 Whoso privily slandereth his 
neighbour, him will I out off; him 
that hath a high look and a proud 
heart will not I snffer. 

6 Mine eyes shall be npon the faith¬ 
ful of the land, that they may dwell 
with me ; ho that walketh in a per¬ 
fect way, he shall serve me. 

7 He that worketh deceit shall not 
dwell within my house ; he that toll- 
sth lies shall not tarry in my sight. 

8 I will early destroy all fhe wicked 
of the land; that I may out off all 
wicked doers from the oity of the 
Lord. 


PBALM CH. 

Comfort in the eternity and merry of God. 
A prayer of the afflicted, when he is 
overwhelmed, and poureth out his 
complaint before the Lord. 

H EAR my prayer, 0 Lord, and 
let my cry oome unto thee. 

2 Hide not thy face from mo in the 
day when I am in trouble; inoline 


thine ear onto me; in the day who* 

I call answer me speedily. 

3 For my days are consumed like 
smoke, and my hones are hurned as 
a hearth. 

4 My heart is smitten, and withered 
like grass; so that I forget to eat my 
hread. 

5 By reason of the voice of my 
groaning my bones oleave to my 
skin. 

0 I am like a pelican of the wilder¬ 
ness ; I am like an owl of the desert. 

7 1 watch and am as a sparrow 
alone upon the housetop. 

8 Mine enemies reproaoh me all the 
day; and they that are mad against 
me are sworn against me. 

9 For I have eaten ashes like bread, 
and mingled my drink with weepiDg, 

10 Because of thine indignation 
and thy wrath; for thou hast lifted 
me up, and cast me down. 

11 My days are like a shadow that 
declinctb; and I am withered like 
grass. 

12 But thou, 0 Lord, shalt endure 
for over; and thy remembrance unto 
all generations. 

13 Thou shalt arise, and have mercy 
upon Zion; for the time to favonr 
her, yea, the set time, is oome. 

14 For thy servants take pleasure 
in her Btones, and favour the dust 
thereof. 

15 So the heathen Bhall fear the 
name of the Lord, and all the kings 
of the earth thy glory. 

16 When the Lord shall build up 
Zion, he Bhall appear in his glory. 

17 He will regard the prayer of the 
doetitute, and not despise their prayer. 

18 This shall be written for the 
generation to come; and the people 
which shall be gathered shall praise 
the Lord. 

19 For he bath looked down from 
the height of his Banotuary; from 
heaven did the Lord behold the earth; 

20 To hear the groaning- of the 
prisoner; to loose those that are ap¬ 
pointed to death; 

21 To declare the namo of the Lord 
in Zion, and bis praise in Jerusalem; 

22 When the pcoplo are gathered 
together, aDd the kingdoms to serve 
the Lord. 

23 He weakened my strength In 
the way; he shortened my days. 
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24 I eaid, 0 my God, take me not 
away in the midst of my days; thy 
ycurB uro throughout all generations. 
' 25 Of old hast thou laid the founda¬ 
tion of the earth ; and the heavens 
aro the work of tby hands. 

26 They Bhall perish, but thou shalt 
endure; yea, all of them shall wax 
old like a garment; as a vesture 
shalt thou ohango them, and they 
shnll be changed; 

27 But thou art the same, and thy 
years shall have no end. 

2fl Tho children of thy servants 
shall continue, and their seed shall 
be established before thee. 

PSALM cm. 

An exhortation topraixt Qod for Aw mercy. 

A Psalm of David. 

LESS the Lord, 0 my soul; and 
all that is within me, hlcss his 
holy name. 

2 Bless the Lord, 0 my soul, and 
forget not nil his henefite; 

3 Who forgiveth all thine iniqui¬ 
ties ; who healoth all thy diseases; 

4 Who redeomoth thy life from 
destruction; who orowneth thee with 
loving-kindness and tender mercies; 

5 Who enlisfieth thy mouth with 
good things; so that thy youth is 
renewed like the eagle's. 

0 Tho Lord eieouteth righteousness 
and judgment for all that are op¬ 
pressed. 

7 Ho made known his ways unto 
Moses, his acts unto the ohildron of 
Israel. 

8 The Lord is merciful and graoious, 
slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy. 

9 He will not always ohido; neither 
will ho kcop his anger for ever. 

10 Ho hath not dealt with us after 
our sins, nor rewarded us according 
to our iniquities. 

11 For as the heaven is high above 
the earth, so groat is his mercy toward 
them that fear him. 

12 As far as tho oast is from tho 
west, so far hath he removod our 
transgressions from us. 

13 Like as a father pilieth his chil¬ 
dren, so tho Lord prtieth thorn that 
fear him. 

14 For ho kuoweth our frame; ho 
remombereth that we are dust. 

15 As for man, his days aro as 
grass; as a flower of the field, so he 
llourisheth. 


10 For the wind passeth over It, 
and it is gone, and the plaoe thereof 
shall know it no more. 

17 But the mercy of the Lord if 
from everlasting to everlasting upon 
them that fear him, and his righteous- 
noss unto children’s children; 

18 To such as keep his covenant, 
and to those that rememher his com¬ 
mandments to do them. 

19 Tho Lord hath prepared his 
throne in the heavons; and his king¬ 
dom ruleth over all. 

20 Bloss the Lord, ye his angels, 
that excel in strength, that do his 
commandments, hearkening unto the 
voice of his word. 

21 Bless ye the Lord, all ye his 
hosts; ye ministers of his that do hif 
plcaauro. 

22 Bless the Lord, all his works in 
all places of his dominion; hless the 
Lord, 0 my soul. 

PSALM CIV. 

Meditation! upon the power , providence, and 
glory of Qod. 

LESS the Lord, 0 my soul. 0 
Lord my God, thou art very 
great; thou art clothed with power 
and majesty; 

2 Who oovorest thyself with light as 
with a garment; who stretohest out 
the hoavene like a curtain; 

3 Who layeth the heams of his 
chambers in the waters; who maketh 
the clouds his ohariot; who walkoth 
upon tho wings of the wind; 

4 Who maketh hiB angels spirits; 
bis ministers a flaming fire; 

5 Who laid the foundations of the 
earth, that it should not be removed 
for ever. 

0 Thou oovorodst it with the deep 
aB with a garment; the watorB stood 
ahovo tho mountains. 

7 At thy rebuke they fled, at the voioe 
of thy thunder thoy haBted away. 

8 Thoy go up by the mountains; 
they go down hy the valleys unto 
the plaoo which thou hast founded 
for them. 

9 Thou hast sot a hound that they 
may not pass over; that they turn 
not again to oover the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the 
valleys, which run among the hills. 

11 They give drink to evory boast 
of the field; the wild assos quench 
their thirst. 
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12 By thorn shall the fowls of the I endure for ever; the Lord shall rejoice 


heaven have their habitation, which 
sing among the branches. 

13 lie watcrcth the hills from his 
chambers; tho earth is BatiBGed with 
the fruit of thy works. 

14 He causcth the grass to grow for 
the cattle, and herb for the service of 
man; that he may bring forth food 
out of the earth; 

15 And wine that mnketh glad tho 
heart of man, and oil to make his face 
to shine, and bread which strength- 
eneth man’B heart. 

16 The trees of the Lord are full of 
e&p; the cedars of Lebanon, which he 
hath planted; 

17 Where tho birds make their 
nests; as for tho Btork, the fir trees 
are her house. 

18 The high hills are a refuge for 
the wild goats; and the rocks for the 
conies. 

19 Etc appointed tho moon for sea¬ 
sons; the sun knoweth his going 
down. 

20 Thou makest darkness, and it is 
night; wheroin all the beasts of the 
forest do oreep forth. 

21 The young lions roar aftor their 
prey, and seek their meat from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, they gather 
themselves together, and lay them 
down in their dens. 

23 Man goeth forth unto ^his work 
and to his labour until tho ovening. 

24 0 Lord, how manifold are thy 
works! in wisdom hast thou made 
them all; the earth is full of thy 
riches. 

25 So is this great and wide sea, 
wherein are things creeping innume¬ 
rable, both small and great beasts. 

26 Thoro go tho ships; and thou 
hast made leviathans to play therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee; that 
thou mayest givo them their meat in 
due season. 

28 That thou givcsl them they ga¬ 
ther; thou openest thine hand, they 
are filled witn good. 

29 Thou hid eat thy faeo, they are 
troublod; thou takest away their 
breath, they die, and return to their 
dust. 

30 Thou sendost forth thy Spirit, 
they are ore&ted; and thou rcncwesl 
the faoe of the earth. 

31 The glory of the Lord shall 


in hia works. 

32 Ho looketh on the earth, and it 
tromblcth; he touchcth the hills, and 
they smoke. 

33 I will Bing unto the Lord as long 
ae 1 live; 1 will Bing praise to my 
God while I have my being. 

34 My meditation of him shall be 
sweet; 1 will be glad in the Lord. 

35 Let the sinners be consumed out 
of the earth, and let the wioked be no 
more. BIcbs thou the Lord, 0 my 
eouI. Praise yo the Lord. 

PSALM CV. 

OotTt providence, over Israel 
II givo thanks unto the Lord; 
call upon his name; make 
known his deeds among the people. 

2 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him; talk ye of all hie wondrous 
works. 

3 Glory ye in his holy name; let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the 
Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord, and his strength; 
seek his face evermore. 

5 Remember his marvellous works 
that he hath done; his wonders and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

0 0 ye seed of Abraham his servant, 
ye children of Jacob hie chosen. 

7 He is the Lord onr God; his 
judgments are in all the earth. 

9 Itc hath remembered his covenant 
for ever, the word which he com¬ 
manded to a thousand generations. 

9 Which covenant he mado with 
Abraham, and his oath onto Isaao; 

10 And confirmed the same unto 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
ovorlasting covenant; 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give 
the land of Canaan, tho lot of your 
inheritance; 

12 When they were hut a few men in 
number; yea, very few, and strangen 
in it. 

13 When they went from one na 
lion to another, from one kingdom to 
another people; 

14 lie suffered no man lo do them 
wrong; yea, he reproved kings fo'- 
their sakes. 

15 Saying, Touch not mine anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 

10 Moreover he callod for a famine 
upon the land; he brake the whole 
staff of bread. 
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17 He sent a man hefore them, even 
Joseph, who was sold for a servant; 

18 Whose feelthey burl with fetters; 
he was laid iu iron ; 

19 Until tbo time that bis word 
came; the word of the Lord tried 
him 

20 The king sent and loosed him; 
even the ruler of the people, and let 
him go free. 

21 He made him lord of bis house, 
and ruler of all bis substance; 

22 To bind his princes at his plea¬ 
sure; and tcacb bis senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into Egypt; and 
Jacob sojourned in the land of Ham. 

24 And ho increased bis people 
greatly; and made them stronger 
than their enemies. 

25 He turned their heart to hate his 
people, to deal suhtilely with his ser¬ 
vants. 

20 He sent Moses his servant; and 
Aaron whom ho had obosen. 

27 They showed his signs among 
thorn, and wonders in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and made it 
dark; and they rebelled not againBt 
bis word. 

29 He turned thoir waters into blood, 
and slow their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs 
in ahundanoe, in tho chambers of 
thoir kings. 

31 lie spake, and thero came divers 
sorts of flics, and lice in all thoir coasts. 

32 IIo gave them hail for rain, and 
flaming tiro in thoir land. 

33 He smote thoir vines also and 
their fig trees ; and brake the trees of 
thoir coasts. 

34 Ho spake, and tho locusts camo, 
and caterpillars, and that without 
number, 

35 And did cat up all tbo horbs in 
their land, and devoured the fruit of 
their ground. 

30 He sinoLc also all tbo first-born 
in thoir land, the ohief of all thoir 
streugth. 

37 llo brought them forth also with 
silver and gold; and thero was not 
one feeble porson among their tribes. 

38 Egypt was glad when thoy de¬ 
parted ; for tho fear of them fell upon 
them. 

3U He (spread acloud for a covering; 
and flro to give light in Lhe night. 

40 The pcoplo asked,and he brought 
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quails, and satisfied them with the 
bread of heaven. 

41 lie opened tho rook, and the 
waters gushed out; they ran in the 
dry places like a river. 

42 For he remembered his holy 
promise unto Abraham his servant. 

43 And he brought forth his people 
with joy, and his chosen with glad- 
ness; 

44 And gave them the lands of the 
heathen; and they inherited the 
labour of the people ; 

45 That thoy might observe his 
statutes, and keep his laws. Praise 
ye the Lord. 

PSALM CV1. 

The. story of ltraeTs rebellion, and God's 
mercy. 

P RAISE ye the Lord. Oh give 
thanks unto the Lord; for he ii 
good ? for his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Who can utter the mighty acts of 
the Lord ? who oan show forth all his 
praise? 

3 Blessed are they that keop judg¬ 
ment, aud he thatdocth righteousness 
at all times. 

4 Remember me, 0 Lord, with the 
favour of thy people; oh visit me with 
thy salvation ; 

5 That I may see the good of thy 
ohosen, that I may rejoice in the glad¬ 
ness of thy nation, that I may glory 
with thine inheritance. 

0 We have sinned with our fathers, 
we havo committed iniquity, we have 
done wickedly. 

7 Our fathers understood not thy 
wonders in Egypt; they remembered 
not tho multitude of thy mercies; but 
provoked thoo at the Bea, at the Red 
sea. 

8 Nevertheless ho Baved thorn for 
his name’s sake, that he might make 
hi b mighty power to be known. 

9 IIo rebuked the Red sea also, and 
it was dried up; so he led them 
through the depths, as through the 
wildorncss. 

10 And he saved them from the 
hand of him that hated them, and re¬ 
deemed them from tho hand of the 
enemy. 

11 And the waters covered thoir ene¬ 
mies; there was not one of them 
left. 

12 Then believed thoy his words; 
they Bang his praise. 
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13 They soon forgat his works; they 
waited not for his counsel; 

14 But lusted exceedingly in the 
wilderness, and temptod God in the 
desert. 

15 And be gave them their request; 
but sent leanness into their soul. 

16 They envied Moses also in the 
camp, and Aaron the saint of the Lord. 

17 The earth opened and swallowed 
up Dathan, and covered the company 
of Abiram. 

18 And a fire was kindled in their 
company; the Qamo burned up the 
wicked. 

19 They made a calf in Horeb, and 
worshipped the molten image. 

20 Thus they changed their glory 
into the similitude of an ox that eateth 
grass. 

21 They forgat God their saviour, 
which had done great things in Egypt; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of 
Ham, and terrible things by the Red 
sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would 
destroy them, had not Moses hischosen 
stood before him in the breach, to 
turn away his wrath, lest he Bhould 
destroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant 
land, they believed not his word; 

25 But murmured in their tents, and 
hearkened not unto the voioe of the 
Lord. 

26 Therefore he lifted up his hand 
against them, to overthrow them in 
the wilderness ; 

27 To overthrow their seed also 
among the nations, and to scatter 
them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves also unto 
Baal-peor, and ate the eaorifioes of 
the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to anger 
with their inventions; and the plague 
brake in upon them. 

30 Then stood up Phinehas, and ex¬ 
ecuted judgment; and so the plague 
was stayed. 

31 And that was oonnted unto him 
for righteousness unto all generations 
for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at the 
waters of strife, so that it went ill 
with MoBes for their sakes; ' 

33 Because they provoked his spirit, 
so that he spake unadvisedly with 
his lips. 


34 They did not destroy the nations, 
concerning whom the Lord com¬ 
manded them; 

35 But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their works. 

36 And they served their idols; 
which were a 9nare onto them. 

37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons 
and their daughters onto devils, 

38 And shed innooent blood, even 
the blood of their eons and of their 
daughters, whom they saorificed unto 
the idols of Caanan ; and the land 
was polluted with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled with their 
own works, and went a whoring with 
their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the 
Lord kindled against his people, in¬ 
somuch that he abhorred his own 

! inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand 
of the heathen ; and they that hated 
them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed 
them; and they were bronght into 
subjection under their hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver them; 
but they provoked him with their 
counsel, and were brought low for 
their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
affliction, when he heard their ory ; 

45 And be remembered for them 
his covenant, and spared his people 
according to the multitude of nil 
mercieB. 

46 He made them also to be pitied 
of all those that carried them oaptive. 

47 Save us, 0 Lord our God, and 
gather ub from among the heathen, 
to give thanks unto thy holy name, 
and to triumph in thy praise. 

43 Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel from everlasting to everlasting; 
and let all the people say, Amen. 
Praise yo the Lora. 

PSALM CYII. 

God's manifold providence iUtutraUd. 

II give thanks unto the Lori, 
for he is good; for his mercy 
enduroth for ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lord say 
so, whom he hath redeemed from the 
hand of the enemy ; 

3 And gathered them out of the 
lands, from the east, and from the weBt, 
from the north, and from the south. 

4 They wandered in the wilderness 
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in a solitary way; they found no oity 
to dwoll in. 

5 Hungry and thirsty, their soul 
fainted in them. 

i) Then they cried unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and ho delivered them 
out of their distresses. 

7 And ho led them forth by the 
right way, that they might go to a 
oity of habitation. 

8 Oh that mon would praise tho Lord 
lor hiB goodness, and for his wonder¬ 
ful works to the children of men ! 

0 For he satisfied the longing soul, 
and fillcth the hungry bou! with 
goodness. 

10 Suoh as sit in darkness and in 
the shadow of death, being bound in 
affliction and iron; 

11 Deoause thoy robollod against 
tho works of God, and contemned 
the oounsel of the Most High; 

12 Therefore he brought down their 
heart with labour; they fell down, 
and thore was none to help. 

13 Then thoy cried unto the Lord 
in their trouble, and he saved them 
out of their distresses. 

14 lie brought them out of dark¬ 
ness and the shadow of death, and 
brake their bands in sunder. 

15 Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of 
men ! 

10 For he hath broken the gates of 
brass, and out the bars of iron in 
sunder. 

17 Fools, because of their trans¬ 
gression, and beoause of their iniqui¬ 
ties, are afflicted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner 
of meat; and they draw near unto 
the gates of death. 

19 Then they cry unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he saveth them oat 
of their distresses. 

20 He sen 1 , his word, and healed 
them, and delivered them from their 
dostruoiions. 

21 Oh that men would praise tho 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of 
men I 

22 And let them sacrifice the sacri¬ 
fices of thanksgiving, and doolare his 
works with rojoioing. 

23 Thoy that go down to tho sea in 
ships, that do businoBs in great waters; 
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24 These see the workB of the Lord, 
and his wonders in the deep. 

25 For he commandoth, and raisoth 
tho stormy wind, which lifteth up the 
waves theroof. 

26 Thoy mount up to the heaven, 
they go down again to the depths; 
their soul is melted beoause of trou¬ 
ble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger 
like a drunken man, and are at their 
wit’s ond. 

28 Then they cry unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he bringeth them 
out of their distresses. 

20 lie maketh the storm a calm, so 
that the waves thereof are still. 

30 Then aro thoy glad because they 
be quiet; so ho bringeth them onto 
their desired haven. 

31 Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his won¬ 
derful works to the children of men ! 

32 Let them exalt him also in the 
congregation of tho people, and praise 
him in the assembly of the oldors. 

33 He turnoth rivers into a wilder¬ 
ness, and the water-springs into dry 
ground; 

34 A fruilfnl land into barrenuoss, 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein. 

35 He turnoth the wilderness into a 
standing water, and dry ground into 
water-springs. 

36 And there he maketh tho hungry 
to dwell, that thoy may prepare a oity 
for habitation; 

37 And sow the fields, and plant 
vineyards, whioh may yiold fruita of 
inoroaso. 

38 He blesseth them also, so that 
thoy aro multiplied greatly; and suf¬ 
fered not their cattle to deoroase. 

39 Again, they are minished and 
brought low through oppression, 
affliction, and sorrow. 

40 He poureth oontempt upon prin¬ 
ces, and onusoth them to wander in 
tho wildorness, where there is no way. 

41 Vet sottelh he tho poor on high 
from affliction, and makoth him fa¬ 
milies like a flook. 

42 The righteous shall see it, and 
rcjoico; and all iniquity shall stop 
her mouth. 

43 Whoso is wise, and will observe 
those things, even they shall under¬ 
stand tho loving-kindness of the Lord.

A Song or Psalm of David. 

GOD, my heart is fixed; I will 
sing and givo praise, even with 
my glory.

12 Give us help from trouble; for 
vain is the help of man. 

13 Through God we shall do val¬ 
iantly; for he it is that shall tread 
down our enemies.

and let Satan stand at his right hand. 

7 When they shall be judged, let 
them be condemned; and let their 
prayer become sin. 

8 Let their days be few ; let another 
take their office. 

0 Let their children be fatherless; 
and their wives widows. 

10 Let their children he continually 
vagabonds, and beg ; let them seek 
also out of their desolate places. 

11 Let the extortioner catch all that 
they have; and let the stranger spoil 
their labour.

8 My son, hear the instruction of 
thy father, and forsake not tho law of 
thy mother; 

9 For they shall be an ornament of 
graoe unto thy head, and ohains about 
tby neok. 

10 My son, If sinners entioe thee, 
oonsent thon not. 


11 If they say, Come with ub, let 
us lay wait for blood, let qb lurk pri¬ 
vily for the innocent without oaose; 

12 Let us swallow them up alive as 
the grave; and whole, as those that 
go down into the pit; 

13 We shall find all precious sub- 
Btanoe, we shall fill our houses with 
spoil; 

14 Cast in thy lot among ns ; let ns 
all have one purse; 

15 My son walk not thou in the 
way with them ; refrain thy foot from 
their path; 

16 For their feet run to evil, and 
make haste to shed blood. 

17 Surely in vain the net Is spread 
in Iho sight of any bird. 

18 And they lay wait for thoir own 
blood; thoy lurk privily for (heir 
own lives. 

19 So are the ways of every one 
that is greedy of gain ; whioh taketh 
away the life of the owners thereof. 

20 Wisdom crieth without; she nt- 
tcreth her voice in the streets; 

21 Sbe crieth in the chief plaoe of 
ooncourBe, in the openings of the 
gates; in the city she utteroth her 
words, Faying, 
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22 11 ow long, ye simple ones, will 
yc love simplicity? and the Boomers 
delight in their scorning, and fools 
bate knowledge ? 

23 Turn you at my reproof; behold, 

I will pour out my spirit unto yoa, I 
will make known my words unto you. i 

24 Because I have called, and ye 
refused; I have stretched out my 
hand, and no man regarded; 

25 But ye have set at Daught all my 
oounsel, and would none of my reproof; 

26 I also will laugh at your ca¬ 
lamity; I will mock when your fear 
oometh; 

27 When your fear cometh as deso¬ 
lation, and your destruction comcth 
as a whirlwind; when distress and 
anguish comcth upon you. 

28 Then Bhall tney call upon me, 
hut I will not answer; they shall seek 
me early, but they shall not find me; 

20 For that they hntod knowledge, 
and did not choose the fear of the 
Lord; 

80 They would none of my counsel; 
they despised all my reproof. 

31 Therefore shall they eat of the 
fruit of their own way, and be filled 
with their own devices. 

32 For the turning away of the 
simple shall slay them, and the pros¬ 
perity of fools shall destroy them. 

33 But whoso hearkeneth unto me 
shall dwell safely, and shall be quiet 
from fear of evil. 

CUAPTER II. 

Wisdom, pnmistih godliness, •a/dy, and 
right i oayt. 

M Y sod, if thou wilt receive my 
words, and hide my command¬ 
ments with thee; 

2 Bo that thon incline thine car 
unto wisdom, and apply thine heart 
to understanding;

9 Then shalt thou understand right¬ 
eousness, and judgment, and equity ; 
yea, every good path. 

10 When wisdom entercth into thine 
heart, and knowledge is pleasant onto 
thy soul; 

11 Discretion shall preserve thoe, 
understanding shall keep thee; 

12 To deliver thee from the way of 
the evil man, from the man that 
speaketh froward things; 

13 Who leave the paths of upright¬ 
ness, to walk in the ways of darkness ; 

14 Who rejoice to do evil, and de¬ 
light in the frowardneas of the wicked; 

15 Whose ways are crooked, and 
they froward in their paths; 

16 To deliver thee from the strange 
woman, even from the stranger which 
flattereth with her words ; 

17 Which forsaketh the guide of 
her youth, and forgetteth the cove¬ 
nant^ her God. 

18 For her house inclineth unto 
death, and her paths unto the dead. 

19 None that go unto her return 
again, neither take they hold of the 
paths of life. 

20 That thon mayest walk in tho 
way of good men, and keep the paths 
of the righteous. 

21 For the upright shall dwell in 
the land, and the perfect shall re¬ 
main in it. 

22 But the wicked shall be out off 
from the earth, aud the transgressors 
shall be rooted out of it. 

CHAPTER ID. 

An exhortation to trust in wisdom. 

M Y son, forgot not my law; bnt 
let thine heart keep my com¬ 
mandments ;

0 It shall be health to thy navel, 
and marrow to thy bonce. 

9 Honour the Lord with thy sub¬ 
stance, and with tho first-fruits of all 
thine inorease; 

10 So Bhall thy bams be filled with 
plenty, and thy presses shall burst 
out with new wine. 

11 My son, despise not the ohasten- 
ing of the Lord; neither be weary 
-of his oorreotion ; 

12 For whom the Lord loveth he 
corroctcth; even as a father the Bon 
in whom he delighteth. 

13 Happy is the man that flndeth 
wisdom, and the man that getteth 
understanding; 

14 For the tnorohandise of it is 
better than the merchandise of silver, 
and the gain thereof than fine gold. 

15 She is more precious than rubies; 
and all the things thou canst desire 
are not to be compared unto her. 

10 Length of days is in her right 
hand; and in her left hand riches and 
honour. 

17 Her ways are ways of pleasant¬ 
ness, and all her paths ore peace. 

IS She is a tree of life to them that 
lay hold upon her; and happy is 
every one that retaineth her. 

19 Tho Lord by wisdom hath 
founded tho oarth; by understanding 
hath ho established tho hoavons. 

20 By his knowledge tho depths are 
broken up, and tho olouds drop down 
tho dew. 

21 My son, let not them depart from 
thine eyes; keep sound wisdom and 
discretion ; 

22 So shall they be lifo unto thy 
soul, and graoe to thy neck. 

23 Then shalt thou walk in thy way 
safely, and thy foot shall not stumble. 

24 When thou liest down, thou shalt 
not be afraid; yea, thou shalt lie 
down, and thy sloop shall bo sweet. 

25 Be not afraid of sudden fear, 
neither of the desolation of the wicked, 
whon it oometh. 

20 For the Lord shall be thy confi¬ 
dence, and shall keep thy foot from 
being taken. 

27 Withhold not good from them to 
whom It Is duo, whou It is Id the 
power of thine hand to do it, 

28 Bay not unlo thy neighbour, Go, 


and come again, and to-morrow I will 
give ; when thou hast it by thee. 

20 Devise not evil against thy neigh¬ 
bour, seoing he dwelleth securely by 
thee. 

30 Strive not with a man without 
cause, if he have done theo no harm. 

31 Envy thou not the oppressor, 
and choose none of his ways. 

32 For the froward is abomination 
to the Lord; bat his seoret is with 
the righteous. 

33 The curse of the Lord is in the 
house of the wicked; but he blesseth 
tho habitation of the just. 

34 Surely he soorneth the soorners; 
but he giveth graoe unto the lowly. 

35 The wise shall inherit glory; but 
shame shall be the promotion of fools. 

CHAPTER IT. 

Solomon ptrsuaddh to itudy wisdom. 

H EAR, ye children, tho instruction 
of a father, and attend to know 
understanding. 

2 For I give you good dootrine, for¬ 
sake ye not my law. 

3 For I was my father’s son, tender 
and only beloved in the sight of my 
mother.

0 Exalt her, and she shall promote 
thoe; Bho shall bring thee to honour, 
whon thou dost embrace her. 

9 She Bhall give to thine head an 
ornament of graoe; a crown of glory 
shall Bho deliver to thoe. 

10 Ilear, 0 my son, and receive my 
sayings; and the years of thy life 
shall be many. 

Ill have taught thoe in the way 
of wisdom; I have led thee in right 
paths. 

12 Whon thou goest, thy steps shall 
not be straitened; and when thou 
runneBt, thou shalt not stumble. 

13 Take fast hold of Instruction; 
lot her not go; keop her; for she la 
thy life. 
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14 Enter not into the path of the 
wicked, and go not in the way of evil 
men. 

15 Avoid it, pass Lot hy it, tnrn 
from it, and pass away. 

16 For they sleep not, except they 
have done mischief; and their sleep 
Li taken away, nnleaB they cause some 
to fall. 

17 For they eat the bread of wick¬ 
edness, and drink the wine of vio¬ 
lence. 

16 But the path of the just is as the 
shining light, that Bhineth more and 
more unto the perfeot day. 

10 The way of the wicked is as 
darkness; they know not at what 
they stumble. 

20 My son, attend to my words; in- 
oline thine ear unto my sayings. 

21 Let them not depart from thine 
eyes; keep them in the midst of thine 
heart. 

22 For they are life unto those that 
find them, and health to all their flesh. 

23 Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life. 

24 Put away from thee a froward 
mouth, and perverse lips put far from 
thee. 

26 Let thine eyes look right on, and 
let thine eyelids look straight before 
thee. 

26 Ponder the path of thy feet, and 
let all thy ways be established. 

27 Turn not to the right hand nor to 
the left; remove thy foot from evil. 

CHAPTER V.

Y son, attend unto my wisdom, 
and bow thine ear to my un¬ 
derstanding;

6 Lest thou shouldeet ponder the 
path of life, her ways are moveable, 
that thou canst nut know them. 

7 Hear me now therefore, 0 ye chil¬ 
dren, and dopart not from the words j 
of mv month. 


8 Remove thy way far from her, and 
come not nigh the door of her 
house; 

9 Lest thou give thine honour unto 
others, and thy years unto the cruel; 

10 Lest strangers be filled with thy 
wealth; and thy labours be in the 
house of a stranger ; 

11 And thou mourn at the laBt, 
when thy flesh and thy body are con¬ 
sumed, 

12 And say. How have I hated in¬ 
struction, and my heart despised re¬ 
proof; 

13 And have not obeyed the voice 
of my teachers, nor inclined mine ear 
to them that instructed me! 

14 I was almost in all evil in the 
midst of the congregation and as¬ 
sembly. 

15 Drink waters out of thine own 
cistern, and running waters out of 
thine own well. 

16 Let thy fountains be dispersed 
abroad, and rivers of waters in the 
Btreeta. 

17 Let them be only thine own, and 
not strangers’ with thee. 

18 Let thy fountain bo blessed; and 
rejoice with the wife of thy youth. 

19 Let her bo a9 the loving hind and 
pleasant roe; let her breasls satisfy 
thee at all times; and be thou ravished 
always with her love. 

20 And why wilt thou, my son, be 
ravished with a strange woman, and 
embrace the bosom of a stranger? 

21 For the ways of man are before 
the eyes of the Lord, and he ponder- 
eth all bis goings. 

22 His own iniquities shall take 
the wicked himself, and he shall be 
holden with the cords of his sins. 

23 lie shall die without instruction; 
and in tho greatness of his folly be 
shall go astray. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Against suretyship and idkrust — Things 

hateful to Gad — Obedience — Whoredom. 

Y son, if tbou be surety for thy 
friend, if thou hast stricken tby 
hand with a stranger, 

2 Thou art snared with the words 
of thy mouth, thou art taken with the 
words of thy mouth. 

3 Do this now, my son, and deliver 
thyself, when tbou art come intc the 
hand of thy friend; go, bumble thy 
self, and make sure thy friend. 
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4 Give not sleep to thine eyeB, nor 
slumber lo thine eyelids. 

5 Deliver thyself as a roe from the 
hand of the hunter, and as a hird from 
the hand of the fowler. 

6 Go to the ant, thou sluggard; 
consider her ways, and be wise; 

7 Which having no guide, overseer, 
or ruler, 

8 Provideth her meat in the summer, 
and gathercth her food in the harvest. 

9 IIow long wilt thou sleep, 0 slug¬ 
gard ? when wilt thou arise out of thy 
sleep? 

10 Yet a little sleep, a little slumher, 
a little folding of the hands to sleep; 

11 So shall thy poverty oome as 
one that trnvellolh, and thy want as 
an armed man. 

12 A naughty persoD, a wioked man, 
walketh with a froward mouth. 

13 He winkoth with his eyes, he 
apeaketh with his feet, he teaoheth 
with his lingers; 

14 Frowardness is in hie heart, he 
devisoth mischief oontinually; he 
sowoth disoord. 

15 Therefore shall his oalamity oome 
suddenly; suddenly shall ho be broken 
without remedy. 

16 These Bix things doth the Lord 
bato; yea, seven are an abomination 
UDto him; 

17 A proud look, a lying tongue, 
and hands that shed innocent blood, 

18 A heart that doviseth wicked 
imaginations, feet that be swift in 
running to mischief, 

19 A false witness that spenketh lies, 
and he that sowoth disoord among 
brethren. 


20 My son, keep thy father’s com¬ 
mandment, and forsake not the law 
of thy mother; 

21 Bind them oontinually upon thine 
heart, and tie them about thy neck. 

22 When thou goest, it shall lead 
thee ; when thou sleepcst, it shall keep 
theo; and when thou awakest, it shall 
talk with thee. 

23 For the commandment iB a lamp; 
and tho law is light; and reproofs of 
instruction are the way of life; 

24 To keep thee from the evil wo¬ 
man, from tne flattery of the tongue 
of a strange woman. 

26 Lust not after her beauty in thine 
heart; neither let her tako theo with 
ry.-li.Is. 


I 20 For by means of a whorish wo¬ 
man a man is brought to a piece of 
1 bread; and the adulteress will hunt 
for the preoions life. 

27 Can a man take Are in his bosom, 
and his olothes not he hnrned? 

28 Can one go upon hot ooals, and 
his feet not be burned? 

29 So ho that goelh in to his neigh¬ 
bour's wife; whosoever tonoheth her 
shall not be innocent. 

30 Men do not despise a thief, if 
he steal to satisfy his soul when he is 
hungry; 

31 But if he he found, he shall re¬ 
store sevenfold; he shall give all the 
substance of his house. 

32 But whoso oommitteth adultery 
with a woman laoketh understanding; 
ho that doeth it destroyeth his own 
soul. 

33 A wound and dishonour shall he 
get; and hiB reproaoh shall not be 
wiped away. 

34 For jealousy is the rage of a man; 
therefore he will not spare in the day 
of vengeanoe. 

35 He will not regard any ransom ; 
neither will he rest content, though 
thou givest many gifts. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Solomon persuaddh to sincere wisdom — The 
cunning of a t chart. 

M Y son, keep my words, and layup 
my commandments with thee. 

2 Keep my commandments, and 
live; and my law as the apple of 
thine eye. 

3 Bind them upon thy fingers, write 
them upon tho table of thine heart. 

4 Say unto wisdom. Thou art my 
sister; and call understanding thy 
kinswoman; 

5 That they may keep thee from the 
strange woman, from tho stranger 
which Oattoroth with hor words. 

0 For at the window of my house I 
lookod through my casement, 

7 And beheld among the simple 
ones, I discerned among tho youths a 
young man void of understanding, 

8 Passing through the street near 
her oorner; and he went the way to 
her house, 

9 In the twilight, in the evening, in 
the black and dark night; 

10 And, behold, there met him a 
woman with the attiro of a harlot, 
and subtile of heart. 
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11 (She is load and stubborn; her 
feot abido not in her house; 

12 Now is she without, now in the 
streets, and licth in wait at eveiy 
corner.) 

13 So she oanght him, and kisBed 
him, and with an impadont f&oe said 
onto him, 

14 I have peace offerings with me; 
this day have I paid my vows. 

15 Therefore came I forth to meet 
thee, diligently to Beek thy faoo, and 
I have found thee. 

16 I have decked my hed with cover¬ 
ings of tapestry, with oarved works, 
with fine linen of Egypt. 

17 I have perfumed my hed with 
myrrh, aloes, and oinnamon. 

18 Come, let us take oor fill of lovo 
until the morning; let us solaoe our¬ 
selves with loves. 

10 For the goodman is not at home, 
he is gone a long journey; 

20 He hath taken a bag of money 
with him, and will oome home at the 
day appointed. 

21 With her muoh fair Bpcech she 
oansed him to yield, with tne flatter¬ 
ing of her lips she forced him. 

22 He goeth after her straightway, 
as an ox goeth to the slaughter, or as 
a fool to the correction of the stocks; 

23 Till a dart strike through his liver; 
as a bird hasteth to the snare, and 
knowoth not that it is for his life. 

24 Hearken unto me now therefore, 
0 ye children, and attond to the words 
of my mouth. 

25 Let not thine heart decline to 
her ways, go not astray in her paths. 

26 For she hath oast down many 
wounded; yea, many strong men 
have been slain by her. 

27 Her house is tho way to hell, 
going down to the chambers of death. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The excellency of wisdom — to be de¬ 

sired for the blessedness it bringelh. 
OTH not wisdom ory? and un¬ 
derstanding put forth her voice 7 

2 She etandeth in the top of high 
plaoes, hy the way in the plaoee of 
the paths. 

3 She orieth at the gates, at the 
entry of the oily, at the ooming in at 
the doors. 

4 Unto you, 0 men. I call; and my 
voioe Is to the sons of man. 

5 0 ye simple, understand wisdom; 


and, ye fools, be ye of an understand¬ 
ing hoart. 

0 Hear; for I will speak of excellent 
things; and the opening of my lips 
shall be right things. 

7 For my mouth shall speak truth; 
and wickedness is an abomination to 
my lips. 

8 AU the words of my month are 
in righteousness; there is nothing fro* 
ward or perverse in thorn. 

9 They are all plain to him th»t 
understandeth, and right to them 
that find knowledge. 

10 Receive my instruction, and not 
silver; and knowledge rather than 
choice gold. 

11 For wisdom is better than rubies ; 
and all the things that may he desired 
are not to he compared to it. 

12 I wisdom dwell with prudence, 
and find ont knowledge of witty in¬ 
ventions. 

13 The fear of the Lord is to hate 
evil; pride, and arrogancy, and the 
evil way, and tho froward mouth, do 
I hate. 

14 Counsel is mine, and sound wis¬ 
dom ; I am understanding; I have 
strength. 

15 By me kings reign, and princeB 
decree justioe. 

10 By me princes rule, and nobles, 
even all the judges of the earth. 

17 I love them that love me; and 
those that seek me early Bhall find me. 

19 Riches end honour are with me; 
yea, durable riches and righteousness. 

19 My fruit is better than gold, yea, 
than fine gold; and my revenue than 
choice silver. 

20 I lead in the way of righteous¬ 
ness, in the midst of the paths of 
judgment. 

21 That I may cause those that love 
me to inherit substanoe; and I will 
fill their treasures. 

22 The Lord possessed me in the 
beginning of his way, before his 
works of old. 

23 I was set np from everlasting, 
from the beginning, or ever the earth 
was. 

24 When there were no depths, I 
was brought forth ; when there were 
no fountains abounding with water. 

25 Before the mountains were set 
tied, before the hills was I brougb' 

i forth; 
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26 While as yet ho had not made 
the earth, nor the fields, nor tho 
highest part of the dust of the world. 

27 When ho prepared the heavens, 
I was Ihere; when he set a compass 
upon the face of the dopth; 

28 When he established the olonds 
above; when he strengthened the 
foantaina of the deep; 

20 When he gave to the sea his 
decree, that the waters should not 
pass his commandment; when he 
appointed the foundations of the 
earth; 

30 Then I was by him, as one 
brought up with him; and I was 
daily his dolight, rejoioing always 
before him; 

31 Rejoioing in the habitable part 
of his earth ; and my delights were 
with the sons of men. 

32 Now therefore hearken unto me, 
0 ye children ; for blessed are they 
that keep my ways. 

33 Hear instruction, and be wise, 
and refuse it not. 

34 Blessed is the man that heareth 
me, watching daily at my gates, 
waiting at the postB of my doors. 

35 For whoso flndeth me findothlife, 
and Hhal) obtain favour of the Lord. 

36 Dat he that sinneth against me 
wrongeth his own soul; all they that 
hate me love death. 

CnAPTKR IX. 

The ditripline of loisdom—The error of folly. 

W ISDOM hath builded her house, 
she hath hewn oot her seven ' 
pillars ; 

2 Sbe hath killed her beasts; she 
bath mingled her wine ; she hath also 
furnished her table. 

3 She hath sent forth her maidons; 
she orioth upon the highest pieces of 
the oity. 

4 Whoso is simple, let him turn in 
hither; as for him that wanteth 
understanding, she aaith to him. 

6 Come, eat of my bread and drink 
of the wine whioh I have ininglod. 

6 Forsake the foolish, and live ; and 
go in the way of understanding, 

7 He that reproveth a ecorner get- 
teth to himself shame; and ho that 
rebuketh a wioked man gotteth him¬ 
self a blot. ! 

8 Reprove not a soornor, lest he 
hate tnoe; robuke a wise man, and 
he will love tbee. 


9 Give instruction to a wise man, 
and he will be yet wiser; teach a just 
man, and he will increase in learn¬ 
ing. 

10 The fear of the Lord is the be¬ 
ginning of wisdom ; and the know¬ 
ledge of the Holy is understanding. 

11 For by me thy days shall be 
multiplied, and the yoars of thy life 
shall be inoroasod. 

12 If thou be wise, thou shalt he 
wise for thysolf; but if tbou scornest, 
thou alone shalt bear it. 

13 A foolish woman is clamorous; 
she is simple, and knoweth nothing. 

14 For she sitteth at the door of her 
house, on a seat in tho high places of 
the city, 

16 To call passengers who go right 
on their ways; 

16 Whoso is simple, let him turn in 
hithor; and as for him that wnnteth 
understanding, she saith to him, 

17 Stolen waters are sweet, and 
bread eaten in secret is pleasant. 

18 But he knoweth not that the 
dead are there; and that her guests 
are in tho depths of hell. 

CIIAPTER X. 

Sundry virtues and vices. 
nE Proverbs of Solomon. A wise 
son maketh a glad fathor ; but a 
foolish son is the heaviness of his 
molhor. 

2 Treasnres of wickedness profit 
nothing; butrighteousnoas delivereth 
from (loath. 

3 The Lord will not suffer tho soul 
of the righteous to famish ; but he 
oaatoth away the substance of tho 
wioked. 

4 no bocomoth poor that dealcth 
with a slaok hand; but the hand of 
the diligont maketh rich. 

5 He that gathcreth in summer is 
a wiso son ; but he that sleepeth in 
harvest is a son tbnt oausoth shame. 

6 Blessings are upon the head of 
the just; but violenoe covoreth the 
mouth of the wicked. 

7 The memory of the just is blessed ; 
but tho namo of the wioked nhall rot. 

8 The wieo in heart will receive 
commandments; but a prating fool 
shall fall, 

9 He that walketh nprightly walkoth 
surely; but he that pervertoth his 
ways shall be known. 

10 He that winketh with the eye 
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ess 

oaused sorrow; but a prating fool 
shall fall. 

11 The mouth of a righteous man 
is a well of life; but violence covereth 
the mouth o * the wicked. 

12 Hatred stirreth up strifes; hut 
love covereth all sine. 

13 In the lips of him that hath 
mderstanding wisdom is found; but 

rod is for the back of him that is 
v.oid of undorBtanding. 

14 Wise men lay up knowledge; 
but the mouth of the foolish is near 
destruction. 

15 Tho rich man's wealth is his 
strong city; tho destruction of the 
poor is their poverty. 

16 The labour of the righteous tend- 
eth to life; the fruit of the wicked to 
sin. 

17 He is in the way of life that 
keepeth instruction ; but he that re- 
fuseth reproof erreth. 

16 He that hideth hatred with lying 
lips, and he that uttereth a slander, 
iB a fool. 

19 In the multitude of words there 
wanteth not sin ; but he that refrain- 
eth his lips is wise. 

20 The tongue of the just is as 
choice silver ; the heart of tho wicked 
is little worth. 

21 The lips of tho righteous feed 
many; but fools die for want of 
wisdom. 

22 The blessing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, andhoaddeth no sorrow 
with it. 

23 It is as sport to a fool to do mis- 
ohief; but a man of understanding 
hath wisdom. 

24 The fear of t ..t wicked, it shall 
come upon him ; but the desire of the 
righteous shall be g anted. 

25 As the whirlwi id passeth, so is 
the wicked no more but the right¬ 
eous is an evcrlastin, foundation. 

20 As vinegar to the teeth, and as 
smoko to the eyes, so is the sluggard 
to them that send him. 

27 The fear of tho Lord prolonged 
days; but tho years of the wicked 
shall be shortened. 

28 The hope of the righloous shall 
be gladness; but the expectation of 
the wicked shall perish. 

29 Tho way of tho Lord is strength 
to tho upright; but destruction shall 
be to the workers oflniquity. 


30 The righteous shall never he re¬ 
moved; hut the wicked shall not in¬ 
habit the earth. 

31 The mouth of the just bringeth 
forth wisdom ; but tho froward tongue 
shall he cut out. 

32 The lips of the righteous know 
what is acceptahle; but the mouth of 
the wicked speaketh frowardness. 

CHAPTER XL 

FALSE balance is an abomination 
to the Lord ; but a just weight is 
his delight. 

2 When pride cometh, then oometh 
shame; but with the lowly is wisdom. 

3 The integrity of the npright shall 
guide them ; but the perverseness of 
.transgressors shall destroy them. 

\ 4 Riches proht not in the day of 
Jwrath; hut righteousness delivercth 
from death. _ 

5 5 The righteousness of the perfect 
shall direct his way; but the wicked 
shall fall by his own wickedness. 

6 The righteousness of tho upright 
shall deliver them ; but transgressors 
shall be taken in their own naughti¬ 
ness. 

7 When a wicked man dioth, his ex¬ 
pectation shall perish; and the bope 
of unjust men perisheth. 

8 The righteous is delivered out of 
trouble, and Lhe wioked comcth in his 
stead. 

9 A hypocrite with his mouth de¬ 
stroyed nis neighbour; but through 
knowledge shall the just be delivered. 

10 When it goeth well with the 
righteous, the city rcjoiceth; end 
when tho wicked perish, there is 
shouting. 

11 By the blessing of the upright 
the city is exalted; but it is over¬ 
thrown by tho mouth of the wicked. 

12 11 o that is void of wisdom de- 
spisclh his neighbour: but a man of 
understanding holdcth his peace. 

13 A tale-bearor revealed scorets ; 
but ho that is of a faithful spirit con- 
cealcth the matter. 

14 Where no counsel is, the people 
fall; but in tho multitude of counsel¬ 
lors there is safety. 

15 Ho that is surety for a stranger 
shall smart for it; and he that hatolh 
suretyship is sure. 

10 A gracious woman retained hon 
our: and strong men retain riches. 

17 The merciful man dueth good to 
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CHAPTER XII. 


his own soul; but he that is cruel 
troublolh his own flesh. 

18 The wicked worketh a deceitful 
work; but to hiiu that sowcth right¬ 
eousness shall bo a sure reward. 

19 As righteousness tcudeth to lifo; 
so he that pursued evil pursucth it 
to his owo death. 

2f They that are of a Froward heart 
are an abomination to the Lord; hut 
Buoh as are upright in their way arc 
his delight. 

21 Though hand join in hand, Lhe 
wicked shall not bo unpunished; but 
the seed of the righteous shall be de¬ 
livered. 

22 As a jewel of gold in a swine's 
snoot, so is a fair woman which is 
without discretion. 

23 The desire of the righteous is 
only good; but the expectation of the 
wicked is wrath. 

24 There is that soaltercth, and yet 
increaseth; and there is that with- 
holdeth moro than is meet, but it 
tendeth to poverty. 

25 The liberal soul shall be made 
fat; and ho that watoreth shall be 
watered uIbo himself. 

20 He that withholdelh corn, the 
people shall ourse him; but blessing 
shall be upon the head of him that 
selleth it. 

27 He that diligently seokoth good 
procurcth favour; but he that seeketh 
mischief, it shall ooiuo unto him. 

28 He that trusteth in his riches 
shall fall; but the righteous shall 
flourish as a branch. 

29 He that troubleth his uwu house 
shall inherit the wind; and the fool 
shall be servant to the wiso of heart. 

30 The fruit of the righteous is a 
tree of life; and he that winnoth souls 
is wise. 

31 Behold, the righteous shall be 
recompensed in the earth; much moro 
the wicked and the sinner. 

CHAPTER XII. 

HOSO loveth instruction lovoth 
knowledge; but he that halolh 
reproof is brutish. 

2 A good man ohtaineth favour of 
the Lord; but a man of wicked dc- 
vioes will he condemn. 

3 A man shall not be established 
by wiokodness; but the root of the 
righteous shall not be moved. 

4 A virtueas woman is a orown to 


her husband; but she that inakelh 
ashamed is as rottenness in his 
hones. 

5 The thoughts of the righteous are 
right; but the oounsels of the wicked 
are deceit. 

6 The words of the wioked are to 
lie in wait for blood; but the mouth 
of the upright shall deliver them. 

7 The wicked are overthrown, and 
are not; but tho house of the right¬ 
eous shall stand. 

8 A man shall be oommended ac¬ 
cording to his wisdom; but he that is 
of a perverse heart shall be despised. 

9 He that is dospised, and hath a 
servant, is better than he that honour- 
eth himself, and lacketh bread. 

10 A righteous man regardeth the 
life of his beast; but the tender mer¬ 
cies of tho wicked are cruel. 

11 He that tilleth his land shall be 
satisfied with bread; but he that fol¬ 
lowed vain porsons is void of under¬ 
standing. 

12 The wicked desireth the net of 
ovil men ; but tho root of the right¬ 
eous yieldeth fruit. 

13 The wioked is snared by the 
transgression of his lips; but the just 
sball oome out of trouble. 

14 A man shall be satisfied with 
good by the fruit of his mouth ; and 
de recompense of a man's hands 
sball be rendered unto him. 

15 Tho way of a fool is right in bis 
own eyes; but ho that hearkened 
unto counsel is wise. 

16 A fool's wrath iB presently known; 
but a prudent man oovereth shame. 

17 lie that spoaketh truth showeth 
forth righteousness; but a false wit¬ 
ness deceit. 

IS There is dat spoaketh like the 
piercings of a sword; but the tongue 
of the wise is health. 

19 The lip of truth shall he estab¬ 
lished for ever; but a lying tongue is 
but for a moment. 

20 Deceit is in Lhe heart of them 
that imugiDo evil; but to the oounsel- 
lors of peace is joy. 

21 There shall no evil happen tu 
tho just; but the wioked shall be 
filled with mischief. 

22 Lying lips are abomination to 
the Lord ; but they that deal truly 
are his delight. 

23 A prudent man oonoe&leth know- 
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ledge; but the heart of fools pro¬ 
claimed foolishness. 

24 The hand of the diligent shall 
hear rule; hat the Blothful shall ho 
under tribute. 

25 Heaviness in the heart of man 
maketh it stoop; but a good word 
maketh it glad. 

26 The righteous is more exoellent 
than his neighbour; but the way of 
the wioked seduced them. 

27 The Blothful man roasteth not 
that which be took in hnnting; but 
the substance of a diligent man is 
precious. 

28 In the way of righteousness is 
life; and in the pathway thereof there 
is no death. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

WISE son hearcth his father's 
instruction; but a scorner hoar- 
eth not rebuke. 

2 A man shall eat good by the fruit 
of his mouth ; but the soul of the 
transgressors shall eat violenco. 

3 He that keepeth his mouth keep- 
cth his life; but he that opened wide 
his lips shall bave destruction. 

4 The soul of the sluggard desired, 
and hath nothing; but the soul of the 
diligent shall be made fat. 

5 A righteous man hateth lying; 
but a wicked man is loathsome, and 
comolh to shame. 

6 Righteousness keepeth him that 
is upright in the way; but wicked¬ 
ness overthroweth tbe sinner. 

7 There is that makoth himself rich, 
yet hath nothing; there is that maketh 
himself poor, yet bath great riches. 

8 The ransom of a man’s life are 
his riches; but the poor heared not 
rebuke. 

9 The light of the righteous re- 
joioeth; but the lamp of the wicked 
shall be put out. 

10 Only by pride cometh conten¬ 
tion; but with the well-advised is 
wisdom. 

11 Wealth gotten by vanity shall 
he diminished ; but he that gathered 
by labour shall increase. 

12 Hope deferred maketh tho heart 
siok; but when the desire comoth, it 
is a tree of life. 

13 Whoso despised the word shall 
be destroyed; but he that feared the 
commandment shall bo rewnrdod. 

14 The law of tbe wise is a foun¬ 


tain of life, to depart from the snares 
of death. 

15 Good understanding giveth fa¬ 
vour; but the way of transgressors is 
hard. 

16 Every prudent man dealeth with 
knowledge; but a fool layeth open 
his folly. 

17 A wicked messenger failed into 
misohief; but a faithful ambassador 
is health. 

18 Povorty and shame shall be to 
him that refused instruction; but 
he that regarded reproof shall be 
honoured. 

19 The desire accomplished is sweet 
to the sonl; but it is abomination to 
fools to depart from evil. 

20 He that walked with wise men 
shall be wise; but a oompauiou of 
fools shall be destroyed. 

21 Evil pursued sinners ; bat to tbe 
rightoouB good shall be repaid. 

22 A good man leaveth an inherit 
anoe to his children’s children; and 
the wealth of the sinner is laid np for 
the just. 

23 Much food is in the tillage of 
the poor; but there is that is destroy- 
ed for want of judgment. 

24 He that spared his rod hateth 
his Bon; but ho that lovoth him 
ohaeteneth him betimes. 

25 The righteons eateth to the sat¬ 
isfying of his soul; bat the belly of 
the wicked shall want.

6 A scorner eeekotb wisdom, and 
findeth it not; but knowledge is easy 
unto him that uDderstandotb. 

7 Go from tho presence of a foolish 
man, wIicd thou porceivest not in him 
tho lips of knowledge. 

9 Tbe wisdom of tho prudent la to

understand his way; bnt the folly of I people la the destruction of the 


fools is deooit. 

9 Fools make a mook at Bin; bat 
among the righteous there is favoar. 

10 The hoart knoweth his own 
bitterness; and a stranger doth not 
intermeddle with his joy. 

11 The house of the wicked shall 
he overthrown; but the tabernacle of 
the upright shail flourish. 

12 There is a way which seemeth 
right unto a man; but the end there¬ 
of are the ways of doath. 

13 Evou in laughter the heart is 
sorrowful; and the end of that mirth 
is heaviness. 

14 The backslider in heart shall be 
filled with h<s own ways; and a good 
man shall be satisfied from himself. 

15 The simple bclieveth every word ; 
but the prudent man lookefh well to 
his going. 

16 A wise man fcaroth, and depart- 
eth from evil; but the fool rageth, 
and is confident. 

17 lie that is soon angry dealcth 
foolishly; and a man of wiokod de- 
vioes is hated. 

18 The simple inherit folly; but 
the prudent are crowned with know¬ 
ledge. 

19 The evil bow before the good; 
and the wiokod at the gates of the 
righteous. 

20 The poor is hated even of his 
own neighbour; but the rich hath 
many friends. 

21 He that dospiseth his neighbour 
ainneth; but he that hath meroy on 
the poor, happy is he. 

22 Do they not err that devise evil? 
but meroy and truth shall be to them 
that devise good. 

23 In all labour there is profit; but 
the talk of tho lips tendoth only to 
penury. 

24 The crown of the wise is their 
riohea; but tho foolishness of fools ia 
folly. 

25 A true witness delivereth souls; 
but a deceitful witness speaketh lies. 

26 In Iho fear of the Lord is strong 
confidence; and his ohildren shall 
have a place of refuge. 

27 Tho four of tho Lord 1 b a foun¬ 
tain of life, to depart from the snaros 
of death. 

28 In tho multitude of people is the 
king's honour ; but in tho want of 


pnnee. 

29 He that la Blow to wrath is of 
great understanding; but he that is 
hasty of spirit oxaltolh folly. 

30 A sound heart is the life of the 
flesh ; hut envy the rottenness of the 
bones. 

31 He that oppresseth the poor re- 
proaoheth his Maker; but ho that hon- 
oureth him hath meroy on the poor. 

32 The wicked is driven away in 
his wickedness; but the righteous 
hath hope in his death. 

33 Wisdom resteth in the heart of 
him that hath understanding; but 
that which is in the midst of fools is 
mado known. 

34 Righteousness exaltotha nation; 
but sin is a reproach to any people. 

35 Tho king's favour is toward a 
wise servant; bnt his wrath is against 
him thal causolh shame. 

CHAPTER XV. 

SOFT answer turneth away 
wrath; but grievous words stir 
up anger. 

2 The tongue of tho wise useth 
knowledge aright; but the month of 
fools poureth out foolishness. 

3 The eyes of the Lord are in every 
place, beholding the evil and the 
good. 

4 A wholesome tongue is a tree of 
life; but perverseness therein is a 
breaoh in the spirit. 

5 A fool despUeth his father's in¬ 
struction ; but he that regardeth re¬ 
proof is prudent. 

6 In the house of the righteous is 
much treasure; but in the revenues 
of the wicked is trouble. 

7 The lips of tho wise disperse 
knowledge; but the heart of the 
foolish doeth not so. 

8 The sacrifice of the wioked is an 
abomination to tho Lord; but the 
prayer of the upright is his delight. 

9 The way of the wioked is an 
abomination unto the Lord ; but he 
loveth him that followeth after right¬ 
eousness. 

10 Corrootion is griovous unto him 
that foreaketh the way ; and he that 
hateth reproof shall die. 

11 IIoll and destruction arc before 
tho Lord; bow much more then the 
hearts of the ohildren of men ? 

12 A soorner loveth not one that 
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reproveth him; neither will he go 
unto the wise. 

13 A merry heart maketh a cheerful 
countenance; but by sorrow of the 
heart the spirit is broken. 

14 The hoart of him that hath un¬ 
derstanding seekoth knowledge; bat 
the mouth of fools fccdoth on fool¬ 
ishness. 

15 All the dayB of the afflicted are 
evil; hut he that is of a merry heart 
hath a continual feast. 

16 Better is little with the fear of 
the Lord, than great treasure and 
trouhlo therewith. 

17 Better is a dinner of herbs where 
love is, than a stalled ox and hatred 
therewith. 

* 18 A wrathful man Btirreth up 

- strife; but he that is slow to anger 
' appeaecth strife. 

19 The way of the slothful man ia 
as a hedgo of thorns; hut the way of 
the righteous is mado plain. 

20 A wise son maketh a glad fa¬ 
ther; but a foolish man despisetb his 
mother. 

21 Folly is joy to him that is des¬ 
titute of wisdom; but a man of un¬ 
derstanding walkcth uprightly. 

22 Without counsel purposes are 
disappointed; but in tne multitude 
of counsellors they are established. 

23 A man hath joy hy the answer 
of his mouth; and a word spoken in 
due season, how good is it! 

24 The way of life is above to the 
wise, that he may depart from hell 
heneath. 

25 The Lord will destroy the house 
of the proud; but he will establish 
the border of the widow. 

26 The thoughts of the wicked are 
an abomination to the Lord ; but the 
words of tho pure are pleasant words. 

27 He that is greedy of gain trou- 
blcth his own house; but he that 
hateth gifts shall live. 

28 The heart of the righteous studi- 
eth to answer; but the mouth of tho 
wicked poureth out evil things. 

29 The Lord is far from the wiok- 
ed; but he hearetb the prayer of the 
righteous. 

30 The light of the eyes rejoioeth 
the heart; and a good report maketh 
the bones fat. 

31 The ear that bcarcth the reproof 
of life abideth among tho wise. 


32 He that refuseth instruction de- 
spiseth his own soul; but he that hear- 
eth reproof gelteth understanding. 

33 The fear of the Lord is the in¬ 
struction of wisdom; and before hon¬ 
our is humility. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

IIE preparations of tho heart in 
man, and the answer of the 
tongue, is from the Lord. 

2 All the ways of a man are clean 
in his own eyes; but the Lord weigh- 
eth the spirits. 

3 Commit thy works unto the Lord, 
and thy thoughts shall be established. 

4 The Lord hath made all things 
for himself; yea, even the wicked for 
the day of evil. 

5 Every one that is proud in heart 
is an ahominalion Lo the Lord; 
though hand join in hand, he shall 
not be unpunished. 

6 By mercy and truth iniquity is 
purged ; aDd hy the fear of the Lord 
men depart from evil. 

7 When a man’s ways please the 
Lord, he maketh even bis enemies to 
he at peace with him. 

8 Better is a little with righteousness, 
than great revenues without right. 

9 A man’s heart deviseth his way; 
but the Lord directeth his Steps. 

10 A divine sentence is in the lips 
of the king ; his mouth transgresseth 
not in judgment. 

11 A just weight and balance are 
the Lord’s ; all the weights of the 
bag are his work. 

12 It is an abomination to kings to 
commit wickedness; for the throne 
is established by righteousness. 

13 Rightoous lips arc the delight 
of kiDgs; and they love him that 
speakoth right. 

14 The wrath of a king is as mes¬ 
sengers of death: but a wise man 
will pacify it. 

15 In the light of the king’s coun¬ 
tenance is life; and his favour is as a 
cloud of the latter rain. 

16 How much better is it to get 
wisdom than gold ! and to get un¬ 
derstanding rather to bo ohosen than 
silver! 

17 The highway of the upright is 
to depart from evil; ho that keepoth 
his way preBerveth his soul. 

18 Pride gooth before destruction, 
and a haughty spirit before a fall. 
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10 Better it Is to be of an humble 
spirit with the lowly, than to divide 
the spoil with the proud. 

20 Ho that handleth a matter wisely 
shall find good; and whoso truBteth 
in the Lord, happy is he. 

21 The wise in heart flhall be called 

f irudent; and the sweetness of the 
ips inoreaeeth learning. 

22 Understanding is a well-spring 
of life unto him that hath it; but the 
instruction of fools is folly. 

23 The heart of the wise teaohelh 
bis mouth, and addeth learning to 
his lips. 

24 Pleasant words arc as a honey¬ 
comb, sweet Lo the soul, and health 
to tho bone? 

25 There is a way that soemeth 
right unto a man ; but the end there¬ 
of are the ways of death. 

26 lie that laboureth, labourclh for 
himself; for his mouth oraveth it of 
him. 

27 An ungodly man diggeth up 
evil; and in hie lips there is as a 
burning fire. 

28 A frowardman soweth strife; and 
a whisperer separateth chief friends. 

29 A violent man entioeth his neigh¬ 
bour, and leadoth him idIo a way 
that is not good. 

30 Ho sbutteth his eyeB to devise 
froward things; moving his lips he 
bringeth evil to pass. 

31 Tho hoary head is a orown of 
glory, if it bo found in the way of 
rightcouBDess. 

32 lie that is slow to anger is better 
than tho mighty; and he that rul- 
eth his spirit than he that taketh a 
oity. 

33 The lot is oast into the lap; but 
the whole disposing thereof is of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

ETTKR is a dry morsel, and 
quietness therewith, than a house 
lull of saorifioos with strife. 

2 A wise servant shall have rule 
over a son that oausoth shame, and 
shall have part of tho inheritance 
among the brethren. 

3 The fining pot is for silver, and 
the furnaoe for gold; but the Lord 
trielh the heartB. 

4 A wicked doer giveth heed to 
fatso lips; and a liar giveth ear to a 
naughty longue. 
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5 Whoso mockelh the poor reproaoh- 
eth his Maker; and he that is glad at 
calamities shall not he unpunished. 

6 Children’s children are the crown 
of old men ; and the glory of childron 
are their fathers. 

7 Excellent speech bccometh not a 
fool; much less do lying lips a prinoe. 

8 A gift is as a precious stone in 
the eyes of him that hath it; whither¬ 
soever it turneth, it prosporelh. 

9 lie Lhat covercth a transgression 
sockelh love; but ho that repeateth 
a matter separateth very friends. 

10 A reproof enterelh more into a 
wise man than a hundred stripes into 
a fool. 

11 An evil man eeeketh only re¬ 
bellion ; therefore a cruel messenger 
shall be sent against him. 

12 Let a bear robbed of her whelps 
meet a man, rather than a fool in his 
folly. 

13 Whoso rewardeth evil for good, 
evil shall not depart from his house. 

14 The beginning of Btrife is as 
when oue lettoth out water; there¬ 
fore leave off contention, before it be 
meddled with. 

15 lie that justifioth the wicked, 
and he that condemncth the just, 
even they both are abomination to 
the Lord. 

16 Wherefore is there a price in the 
hand of a fool to got wisdom, seeing 
ho hath no heart to it? 

17 A friend loveth at all times, and 
a brother is horn for adversity. 

18 A man void of understanding 
striketh hands, and becometh surety 
in the presence of his friend. 

19 He loveth transgression that lov¬ 
eth Btrife ; and ho that exalteth his 
gate seeketh destruction. 

20 He that hath a froward heart 
findeth no good ; and he that hath a 
perverse tongue falleth into mischief. 

21 He that bogettoth a fool doeth it 
to his sorrow : aud the father of a fool 
hath no joy. 

22 A merry heart dootli good like a 
medicine; but a broken spirit drieth 
the bones. 

23 A wioked man taketh a gift out 
of the bosom to pervert the ways of 
judgment. 

24 Wisdom is before him that hath 
understanding; but the eyes of a fool 
are in tho ends of the earth. 
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25 A foolish bod is a grief to his 
father, and bitterness to her that bare 
him. 

20 Also to punish the just is not 
good, nor to strike princes for equity. 

27 He that hath knowledge spareth 
his words; and a man of understand¬ 
ing is of an excellent spirit. 

2B Even a fool, when he holdcth his 
peace, is counted wise; and he that 
ehutteth his lips is esteemed a man 
of understanding. 

CHAPTER XY1II. 

HROUGII desire, a man, having 
soparated himself, seckoth and 
intermeddlcth with all wisdom. 

2 A fool hath no delight in under¬ 
standing, but that his heart may dis¬ 
cover itself. 

3 When the wicked comclh, then 
oometh also contempt, and with igno¬ 
miny reproach. 

4 The words of a man’s mouth are 
as doep wators, and the well-spring of 
wisdom as a flowing brook. 

5 It is not good to accept the per¬ 
son of the wicked, to overthrow the 
righteous in judgment. 

0 A fool’s lips enter into contention, 
and his mouth calleth for strokes. 

7 A fool’s mouth is his destruction, 
and his lips are the snare of his soul. 

8 The words of a tale-bearer are as 
wounds, and they go down into the 
innermost parts of the belly. 

0 He also that is slothful in his 
work is brother to him that is a great 
waster. 

10 The name of the Lord is a strong 
tower; the righteous runneth into it, 
and is safe. 

11 The rioh man’s wealth is his 
strong city, and as a high wall in his 
own conceit. 

12 Before destmotion the heart of 
man is haughty; and before honour 
is humility. 

13 He that answereth a matter be¬ 
fore he heareth it, it is folly and 
shame unto him. 

14 The spirit of a man will sustain 
his infirmity; but a wounded spirit 
wbo can bear ? 

15 The heart of the pradent gelteth 
knowledge; and tho ear of the wise 
aeoketh knowledge. 

16 A man’s gift maketh room for 
him, and bringeth him before great 
men. 


17 Ho that is Grsl in his own cause 
seemelh just; but his neighbour com¬ 
oth and scarchclh him. 

18 The lot cauecth contentions to 
cease, and partclh between the mighty. 

19 A brother offended is harder to be 
won than a strong city ; and their con¬ 
tentions are liko the bars of a castle. 

20 A man’s belly shall be satisfied 
with the fruit of his mouth; and with 
the increase of hie lips shall he be filled. 

21 Death and life arc in the power 
of the tongue; and they that love i< 
shall eat the fruit thereof. 

22 Whoso findeth a good wife hath 
obtained favour of the Lord. 

23 The poor useth entreaties; hnt 
the rich aiiEwcreth roughly. 

24 A man that hath friends must 
show himself friendly; and there is 
a friend that stickcth closer than a 
brother. 

CHAPTER XIX 

ETTER is the poor that walketh 
in his integrity, than he that is 
perverse in his lips, and is a fool. 

2 Also, that the soul be without 
knowledge, it is not good; and he 
that hasteth with his feet smooth. 

3 Tho foolishness of man pervert- 
eth his way ; and his heart fretteth 
against the Lord. 

4 Wealth maketh many friends; but 
the poor is separated from his neigh¬ 
bour. 

5 A false witness shall not be un¬ 
punished; and he that epcaketh 1 iea 
shall not escape. 

6 Many will entreat the favour of 
the prince; and every man is a friend 
to him that giveth gifts. 

7 All the brethren of the poor do 
hate him; how much more do his 
friends go far from him ? he pursneth 
them with words, yet they are want¬ 
ing to him. 

8 He that getteth wisdom loveth his 
own bouI : he that keepeth under¬ 
standing shall find good. 

9 A faLo witness shall not bo un¬ 
punished ; and he that spe&keth lies 
shall perish. 

10 Delight is not seemly for a fool; 
muoh less for a servant to have rule 
over princes. 

11 The discretion of a man defer- 
reth his anger; and it is his glory to 
pass over a transgression. 

12 The king's wrath is as the roar- 
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lag of a lion; but hit favour la as 
dew upou the grass. 

13 A foolish son is the calamity of 
his father; and the contentions of a 
wifo arc a continual dropping. 

14 House and richos aro the inherit¬ 
ance of fathers; and a prudent wife 
is from the Lord. 

15 Slulhfulucss casteth into a dce;> 
sleep; and an idle soul shall suller 
hunger. 

16 lie that koepeth the command¬ 
ment kcepeth his own soul; hut he 
that dcepiselh his ways shall die. 

17 lie that hath pity upon the poor 
lendeth unto the Lord; and that 
which ho hath given will he pay him 
again. 

18 Chasten thy son while there ia 
hope, and let not thy soul spare for 
his orying. 

19 A inau of great wrath shall suf¬ 
fer punishment; for if thou deliver 
him, yet thou must do it agaiu. 

20 Hear counsel, and reocivo in¬ 
struction, that thou mayeet be wise 
in thy latter end. 

21 There aro many devicos in a] 
muu’s heart; nevertheless the eouu-J 
sol of the Lord, that shall stand. 

22 The desiro of a man is his kind¬ 
ness ; and a poor man is hotter than 
a liar. 

23 The foar of Iho Lord tondeth lo 
life; and he that hath it shall abide 
satisfied; ho shall not be visited witb 
evil. 

24 A slolhful man hideth his hand 
in his bosom, and will not so much 
as bring it to his mouth again. 

25 Smite a scorner, and the simple 
will howaro; and reprove one that 
bath understanding, and he will un¬ 
derstand knowlodge. 

2fl Ilo that wastoth his father, and 
ohaeeth away his mother, is a son that 
oausoth shame, and bringeth roproaoh. 

27 Cease, my bod, to hear the in¬ 
struction that oauseth to err from the 
words of knowledge. 

28 An ungodly witness soorneth 
judgment; and the mouth of the 
wioked dovoureth iniquity. 

29 Judgments arepreparod forsoorn- 
oi 9, ami stripes for the baok of foolB. 

CHAPTER XX 

W INK is a mookor, strong drink 
is raging; and whosoever is 
deceived thereby is not wise. 


2 The fear of a king is as the roar¬ 
ing of a lion; whoso provoketh him 
to anger sinuclh against his own 
soul. 

3 It is an honour fora raau to cease 
from strife; but every fool will be 
meddling. 

4 The sluggard will not plough hy 
reason of the cold; therefore shall he 
beg in harvest, and have nothing. 

5 Counsel in tho heart of man is 
like deep water, but a man of under¬ 
standing will draw it out. 

6 Most men will proclaim every one 
his own goodness; but a faithful man 
who can find? 

7 The just man walkcth in his in¬ 
tegrity; his children are blossed after 
him. 

6 A king that sitteth in the throne 
of judgment scattoreth away all evil 
with his eyes. 

9 Who can say, I have made my 
heart clean, I am pure from my sin? 

10 Divers weights, and divers mea¬ 
sures, both of them are alike abomi¬ 
nation to tho Lord. 

11 Even a child is known by his 
doings, whether his work bo pure, and 
whether it be right. 

12 The hearing ear, and the seeing 
eye, the Lord hath made evon both 
of them. 

13 Love not sleep, lest thou oome 
to poverty; open thine eyes, and thou 
shalt be satisfied with bread. 

14 It is naught, it is naught, saith 
the buyer; but when he is gone his 
way, then ho boasteth. 

15 Thero is gold, and a multitude 
of rubies; but the lips of knowledge 
are a precious jewel. 

16 Take his garment that is surety 
for a stranger; and take a plodge of 
him for a strange woman. 

17 Bread of dooeit is sweet to a 
man; but afterwards his mouth shall 
be filled with gravel. 

18 Every purposo is established by 
counsel; and with good adviao make 
war. 

19 lie that goeth about as a tale¬ 
bearer revealeth secrets; therefore 
meddle not with him that flattereth 
with his lips. 

20 Whoso ourseth his father or his 
mother, his lamp shall be put oat in 
obsoure darkness. 

21 An inheritance may bo gotten 
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hastily at the beginning; but the end 
thereof shall uot be blessed. 

22 Say not thou, I will recompense 
evil; but wait on the Lord, and he 
shall save thee. 

23 Divers weights are an abomina¬ 
tion unto the Lord; and a false 
halance is not good. 

24 Men's goingB are of the Lord; | 
how can a man then understand his | 
own way? 

25 It is a snare to the man who 
devoureth that which is holy, and 
after vows to make inquiry. 

26 A wise king scaltereth the 
wicked, and hringeth the wheel over 
them. 

27 The spirit of man is the candle 
of the Lord, searohing all the inward 
parts of the belly. 

28 Mercy and truth preserve the 
king; and his throne is upholden by 
mercy. 

29 The glory of young men i9 their 
strength; and the beauty of old men 
is the gray head. 

30 The blucneBS of a wound cleans- 
eth away evil; so do stripes the in¬ 
ward parts of the holly. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

HE king's heart is in the hand of 
the Lord, as the rivers of water; 
he turneth it whithersoever he will. 

2 Every way of a man is right in 
his own eyes; bot the Lord pondereth 
the hearts. 

3 To do justice and judgment is 
more acceptable to the Lord than 
sacrifice.

11 When the s?orner Is punished, 
the simple is made wise; and when 
the wiBe is instructed, he receivetb 
knowledge. 

12 The righteous man wisely con¬ 
sidered the house of the wicked; but 
God overthroweth the wicked for their 
wickedness. 

13 Whoso stopped his ears at the 
cry of the poor, he also shall cry him¬ 
self, but shall not be heard. 

14 A gift in secret pacifieth anger; 
and a reward in the bosom, strong 
wrath. 

15 It is joy to the just to do judg 
ment; but destruction shall be to the 
workers of iniquity. 

10 The man that wandered out of 
the way of understanding shall re¬ 
main in the congregation of the dead. 

17 He that loved pleasure shall be 
a poor man; he that Ioveth wine and 
oil shall not be rich. 

18 The wicked shall be a ransom for 
the righteous, and the transgressor 
for the upright. 

19 It is better to dwell in the wil¬ 
derness, than with a contentious and 
an aDgry woman. 

20 There is treasure to be desired 
and oil in the dwelling of the wise; 
but a foolish man spendeth it up. 

21 He that followed after righteous¬ 
ness and mercy findeth life, righteous¬ 
ness, and honour. 

22 A wise man scaleth the aity of 
the mighty, and easteth down the 
strength of the oonfidence thereof. 

23 Whoso koepeth his mouth and 
his tongue, keepeth his soul from 
trouhlos. 

24 Proud and haughty eoorncr i9 
his name, who dealeth in proud 
wrath. 

25 The desire of the slothful killed 
him; for his hands refuse to labour. 

26 no coveteth greedily all the day 
long; but the righteous giveth and 
spareth not. 

27 The sacrifice of the wicked is 
abomination; how much more, when 
■he hringeth it with a wicked mind? 

28 A false witness Bhall perish; but 
the man that heareth speaketh oon 
Btanily. 

29 A wicked man hardened hia 
face; but as for the upright, he di¬ 
rected his way. 

30 There is no wisdom nor under- 
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•Unding nor counsel against Iho 
Lord. 

31 The horse is prepared against 
the day of battle; but safety is of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

GOOD name is rather to be 
chosen than great riches, and 
loving favour rather than silver and 
gold. 

2 The rich and poor mceL together; 
the Lord is the maker of them all. 

3 A prudent man foreseclh the evil, 
and hideth himself; but the simple 
pass on, and arc punished. 

4 By humility and the fear of the 
Lord are riches, and honour, and life. 

5 Thorns and snares are in the way 
of the froward; he that doth keep 
his soul shall be far from them. 

6 Train up a child in the way ho 
should go; and when ho is old, he 
will not depart from it. 

7 The rion rulcth over the poor, and 
the borrower is servant to the lender. 

8 JIo thatsowelh iniquity shall reap 
vanity; and the rod of his anger 
shall fail. 

9 Ho that hath a bountiful eye 
shall bo blessed; for he givelh of his 
bread to the poor. 

10 Cast out the scorner, and conten¬ 
tion shall go out; yea, strife and re¬ 
proach shall cease. 

11 lie that lovetb pureness of heart, 
for the grace of his lips the king 
shall bo his friend. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord preserve 
knowledge; but he overthrowoth the 
words of the transgressor. 

13 The slothful man saith, There is 
a lion without, I shall be slain in the 
streets. 

14 The month of strange women is 
a deep pit; he that is ahborred of the 
Lord shall fall therein. 

15 Foolishness is bonnd in the heart 
of a ohild; but the rod of oorreolioo 
shall drive it far from him. 

10 He that oppresseth the poor to 
increase his Hones, and he that giveth 
to the rioh, shall surely come to want. 

17 Bow down thine ear, and hear 
the words of the wise, and apply 
thine heart unto my knowledge. 

10 For it is a pleasant thing if thou 
keep them within thee; they shall 
withal be flttod iu thy lips. 

19 That thy trust may be in the 
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Lord, I have made known to thee 
this day, even to thee. 

20 Have not I written to thee ex¬ 
cellent things in counsels and know¬ 
ledge, 

21 That I might make thee know 
the certainty of the words of truth; 
that thou mightest answer the words 
of truth to them that send unto thee? 

22 Rob not the poor, because he is 
poor; noilher oppress the afflicted in 
the gate; 

23 For the Lord will plead their 
cause, and spoil the soul of those 
thAt spoiled them. 

24 Make no friendship with an 
angry man; and with a furious man 
thou shalt not go; 

25 Lest thou learn his ways, and 
get a snare to thy soul. 

20 Bo not thou one of them that 
strike hands, or of them that are 
sureties for debts. 

27 If thou hast nothing to pay, why 
should he take away thy bed from 
under thee ? 

28 Remove not the ancient land¬ 
mark, which thy fathers have Bel. 

29 Sccst thou a man diligent in his 
business ? he shall stand before kings; 
he shall not stand before mean men. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

HEN thou sittest to eat with 
a ruler, consider diligently 
what is before thee; 

2 And put a knife to thy throat, if 
thou bo a man given to appetite. 

3 Be not desirous of his dainties; 
for they are deceitful moat. 

4 Labour not to be rich; cease from 
thine own wisdom. 

5 Wilt thou set thine eyes upon that 
which is not? for riches certainly 
make theniBclves wings; they fly 
away as an eagle toward heaven. 

6 Eat thou not the broad of him 
that bath an evil eye, neithor desire 
thou his dainty meats; 

7 For aB he tbinketh in his heart, 
so is he; Eat and drink, saith he 
to thee; but hie heart is Dot with 
thee. 

8 The morsel which Ibon haBt eaten 
shalt thou vomit up, and Iobo thy 
swcot wordB. 

9 Speak not id the ears of a fool; 
for he will despise the wisdom of thy 
words. 

10 Remove not I In* nil landmark; 
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and enter not into tho fields of the 
fatherless; 

11 For their Redeemer is mighty; 
he shall plead their cause wilh thee. 

12 Apply thine heart unto instruc¬ 
tion, and thine ears to tho words of 
knowledge. 

13 "Withhold not correction from tho 
ohild; for if thou bcatest him with 
Che rod, he shall not die. 

14 Thou Bhalt heat him with the 
rod, and shall deliver his soul from 
hell. 

15 My son, if thine heart be wise, 
my heart Bhall rejoice, even mine. 

10 Yea, my reins shall rejoice, when 
thy lips speak right things. 

17 Let not thine heart envy sin¬ 
ners; but be thou in the fear of the 
Lord all the day long. 

18 For surely there is an end; and 
thine expectation shall not bo out 
off. 

19 Hear thou, my son, and be wiso, 
and guide thine heart in the way. 

20. Be not among wine-bibbers; 
among riotous .eaters of flesh; 

.21 For tho drunkard and the glut- 
ion shall coma to poverty; anil drow¬ 
siness shall clothe a man .with rags. 

22 Hearken unto thy father that 
begat thee, and despise not thy mother 
when she is old. 

23 Buy the truth, and sell it not; 
also wisdom, and instruction, and 
understanding. 

24 Tho father of the righteous shall 
greatly rejoice; and he that begelteth 
a wise child shall have joy of him. 

25 Thy father and thy mother sholl 
be glad, and she that bare theo shall 
rejoice. 

26 My son, give me thine heart, 
and let thine eyes obsorvo my ways. 

27 For a whore is a deep ditch ; and 
a strange woman is a narrow pit. 

28 She also lieth in wait as for a 
prey, and inoroaselh the transgres¬ 
sors among men. 

29 Who hath woo? who hath sor¬ 
row? who hath contentions? who hath 
babbling? who hath wouuds without 
oausc? who hath redness of eyes? 

30 Thoy that tarry long at the wine; 
thoy that go to seek mixed wine. 

31 Look not thou upon tho wine 
when it is rod, when it giveth his 
oolour in the cup, when it inovetb it¬ 
self aright. 


32 At the List it bilcth like a ser¬ 
pent, and slingeth like an adder. 

33 Thine eyes shall behold strange 
women, and thine heart shall utter 
perverse things. 

34 Yea, thuu shnlt be as he that 
lieth down in the midst of the sea, 
or as ho that lieth upon the top of a 
mast. 

35 They have stricken mo, shalt 
thou say, and I was not sick; they 
have beaten me, and I felt it not; 
whon shall I awake ? I will seek it 
yet again. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

B E not thou envious against evil 
men, neither desire to bo with 
them ; 

2 For their heart studieth de¬ 
struction, and their lips talk of mis¬ 
chief. 

3 Through wisdom is a house build- 
ed ; and by understanding it is es¬ 
tablished ; 

4 And by knowledge shall the 
chambers be filled with all precious 
and pleasant riches. 

5 A wise man is strong; yea, a mao 
of knowledge increoscth strength. 

6 For by wise counsel thou shalt 
make thy war; and in multitude of 
counsellors there is safety. 

7 Wisdom is too high for a fool; he 
openeth not his mouth in the gate. 

8 He that deviseth to do evil shall 
be culled a mischievous person. 

9 The thought of foolishness is sin; 
and the soomer is an abomination to 
men. 

10 If thou faint in tho day of ad- 
vorsity, thy strength is small. 

11 If thou forbear to deliver them 
that are drawn unto death, and those 
that are ready to be slain; 

12 If thou sayest, Behold, we knew 
it not; doth not he that pondereth 
the hoart consider it? ana he that 
kcopeth thy soul, doth not he know 
it? and shall not he render to every 
man aocording to his works? 

13 My son, eat thou honey, beoause 
it is good ; and the honeycomb, whiob 
is sweet to thy taste; 

14 So shall the knowledge of wis¬ 
dom bo unto tby soul; wbeD thou 
hast found it, then there shall be a 
reward, and tby expectation shall not 
be cut off. 

15 Lay not wait, 0 wioked man, 
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against Ihe dwelling of Ike righteous; 
oil not his reflling-pln.ec ; 

0 For a just man fulleth seven 
times, and riseth up agnin; but the 
wioked shall fall into mischief. 

17 Rejoice not when thino enemy 
fallelh, and let not thino heart bo 
glad when he Bturablelh ; 

18 Lest the Lord Bee it, and it dis¬ 
please him, and ho turn away his 
wrath from him. 

19 Fret not thysolf becaueo of evil 
men, neither be thon envious at the 
wicked; 

20 For there shall be no reward to 
tho evil man ; the candle of tho wioked 
shall bo pul out. 

21 My son, fear thou the Lord and 
the king; and meddle not with them 
that are given to ohange. 

22 For their calamity ahull rise 
suddenly; and who knoweth the rnin 
of them both? 

23 These things also belong to the 
wise. It ie not good to have respect 
of persons in judgment. 

24 lie that eaith unto the wicked. 
Thou art righteous; him shall the 
pcoplo curse, nations shall abbor him. 

25 But to tbem that rebuke him 
shall bo delight, ond a good blessing 
shall come upon them. 

20 Every man shall kiss bis lips 
that giveth a right answer. 

27 Prepare thy work without, and 
mako it fit for thyself in the field; 
and afterwards build thiue house. 

28 Be not a witnoss against thy 
ooighbour without cause ; and dcoeivo 
not with tby lips. 

29 Say not, I will do so to him as 
ho hath done to mo : I will render to 
the man according to bis work. 

30 I went by the field of the sloth¬ 
ful, and by the vinoyard of the man 
void of understanding; 

31 And, lo, it was all grown over 
with thorns, and nettles hud covered 
the face thereof, and tbe Btone wall 
thereof was brokon down. 

32 Then I saw, and oonsidored it 
well; I looked upon it, and received 
Instruction. 

33 Tot a little sleep, a little Blum- 
ber, a little folding jf tho hands to 
sleep ; 

34 So Bhall thy poverty oome as 
one that travolloth; and thy want as 
an armed man. 


CHAPTER XXV. 

Observations about kings, and causa oJ 
quarrels. 

HESE arc also proverbs of Solo¬ 
mon, which the men of Hezckiah 
king of Judah copied out. 

2 It is the glory of God to conceal 
a thing; but the honour of kings is 
to search out a matter. 

3 The heaven for height, and the 
earth for depth, and the heart of 
kings is unsearchable. 

4 Take away the dross from the 
silver, and there shall come forth a 
vossol for the finer. 

5 Take away the wioked from be¬ 
fore the king, and his throne shall be 
established in righteousness. 

0 Put not forth thyself in the pres¬ 
ence of the king, and stand not in 
the place of great men ; 

7 For better it is that it be said 
unto thee, Come up hither; than that 
thou Bhouldest bo put lower in the 
presence of the pnnoe whom thine 
eyes havo seen. 

8 Go not forth hastily to strive, lost 
thou know not what to do in tho end 
thereof, when thy neighbour hath put 
thee to ehamo. 

9 Debate thy cause with thy neigh¬ 
bour himself; and disoovor not a 
secret to auothor; 

10 Leat he that he&reth it put thee 
to shame, and thine infamy turn not 
away. 

11 A word fitly Bpoken is like appleB 
of gold in pictures of silver. 

12 As an earring of gold, and an 
ornament of fine gold, bo is a wise 
reprover upon an Obedient ear. 

13 As the cold of snow in the time 
of harvest, so is a faithful mossonger 
to them that send him; for ho refreflh- 
eth the soul of hiB masters. 

14 Whoso boasteth himself of a 
false gift is like olouds and wind 
without rain. 

15 By long forhearing is a prinoe 
persuaded, and a soft tongue break- 
eth the bone. 

10 Hast thou found honey? eat so 
much as is sufficient for thee, lest 
thou be filled therewith, and vomit 
it. 

17 Withdraw thy foot from thy 
neighbour's house; lest ho be weary 
of thee, and so bate thee. 

10 A man that bcareth false witness 
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against hie neighbour 19 a maul, and 
a sword, and a sharp arrow. 

19 Confidence in an unfaithful man 
in time of trouble is like a broken 
tooth, and a fool out of joint. 

20 As he that takelh away a gar¬ 
ment in cold weather, and as vinegar 
upon nitre, so is he that singelh songs 
to a heavy heart. 

21 Tf thine enemy be hungry, give 
him bread to eat; and if he be thirsty, 
give him water to drink; 

22 For thou 6halt heap coals of firo 
upon his head, and the Lord shall 
reward thee. 

23 The north wind driveth away 
rain; so doth an angry countenance 
a backbiting tongue. 

24 It is better to dwell in the cor¬ 
ner of the housetop, than with a 
brawling woman and in a wide 
house. 

25 As cold waters to a thirsty soul, 
so is good news from a far country. 

20 A righteous man falling down 
before the wicked is as a troubled 
fountain, and a corrupt spring. 

27 It is not good to eat much 
honey; so for men to search their 
own glory is not glory. 

28 He that hath no rule over his 
own spirit is like a city that is broken 
down, and without walls. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Observations about fools, sluggards, and busy- 
bodUs. 

E snow in summer, and as rain 
in harvest, so honour is not 
seemly for a fool. 

2 As the bird by wandering, as the 
swallow hy flying, so the curse cause¬ 
less shall not oome. 

3 A whip for the horse, a bridle for 
the ass, and a rod for the fool’s 
back. 

4 Answer not a fool according to his 
folly, lest thou also bo like onto him. 

5 Answer a fool according to his 
folly, lest he be wise in his own 
conceit. 

6 He that sendeth a message by the 
hand of a fool outteth off the feet, and 
drinheth damage. 

7 The legs of the lame arc not 
equal; so is a parable in tho mouth 
of fools. 

8 As he that bindoth a stone in a 
sling, so Is he that giveth honour to 
a fool. 


9 As a thorn goeth up into the hand 
of a drunkard, so is a parable in the 
mouth of fools. 

10 The great Ood that formed all 
things both rewardeth the fool, and 
rewardeth transgressors. 

11 Ae a dog returncth to his vomit, 
so a fool returneth to hiB folly. 

12 Sccst thou a man wise in hip 
own conceit? there is more hope of a 
fool than of him. 

13 The slothful man aaith, There 
is a lion in the way ; a lion is in the 
streets. 

14 As the door turreth apon hia 
hinges, so doth the slothful upon hie 
bed. 

15 The slothful hideth his hand ii 
his bosom ; it grieveth him to bring 
it again to his mouth. 

16 The sluggard is wiser in his own 
conceit than seven men that can 
render a reason. 

17 lie that passeth by, and med- 
dleth with strife belonging not to 
him, is like one that taketh a dog hy 
the ears. 

18 As a mad man who casteth fire¬ 
brands, arrows, and death, 

19 So is the man that dcceiveth his 
neighbour, and saith, Am not I in 
sport ? 

20 Where no wood is, there the fire 
goeth out; bo where there is no tale¬ 
bearer, the strife ccaseth. 

21 As coals are to burning coals, 
and wood to fire; so is a contentious 
man to kindle strife. 

22 The words of a tale-bearer are ftp 
wounds, and they go down into the 
innermost parte of the belly. 

23 Burning lipp and a wicked heart 
are like a potsherd covered with silver 
dross. 

24 He that hateth diEscmblcth with 
his lips, and layeth up deceit within 
him ; 

25 When he speaketh fair, believe 
him not; for there are seven abomi¬ 
nations in hie heart. 

26 Whose hatred is covered by de¬ 
ceit, his wickedness shall be showed 
before the whole congregation. 

27 Whoso diggeth a pit shall fall 
(herein ; and he that rollelh a stone, 
it will return upon him. 

2S A lying luuguo hateth those that 
are afflictod by it; and a fluttering 
mouth workclb ruin. 
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CHAPTER XXVII. 

&lfAoK*—Tnx love — Offence*—Household 
care,. 

OAST not thyself of to-morrow; 
for thou koowe6t not what a day 
may bring forth. 

2 Let another man praise thee, and 
not thine own mouth; a stranger, 
and not thine own lips. 

3 A stone is heavy, and the sand 
weighty ; but a fool’s wrath is heavier 
than them both. 

4 Wrath is orucl, and anger is out¬ 
rageous ; but who is able to stand | 
beforoonvy? 

5 Open rebuko is better than secret 
lore. 

6 Faithful are the wounds of a 
friend; but the kisses of an enemy 
are deceitful. 

7 The full soul loathcth a honey¬ 
comb; but to the hungry soul every 
bitter thing is sweet. 

S As a bird that wandcreth from 
her nest, so is a man that wandcreth 
from his place. 

9 Ointment and perfume rejoice 
the heart; so doth the sweetness of a 
man’s friend by hearty counsel. 

10 Thine own friend, and thy 
father’s friond, forBnkc not; neither 
go into thy brother’s house in the 
day of thy calamity; for better is a 
neighbour that is near than a brother 
far off. 

11 My son, be wise, and make my 
heart glad, that I may answer him 
that rcproachoth mo. 

12 A prudent man foroseeth the evil, 
and hidolh himself; but the simple 
pass on, and are punished. 

13 Take hia garment that is surety 
for a stranger, and take a pledge of 
hirn for a strange woman. 

14 lie that blesscth his friend with 
a loud voice, rising early in the morn¬ 
ing, it shall bo counted a curse to him. 

15 A continual dropping in a very 
rainy day and a contentious wornau 
are alike. 

16 Whosoever hidoth her hidoththe 
wind, and the ointment of his right 
hand, which bowrnyeth itself. 

17 Iron ahurponeth iron; so a man 
flharponcth the countenance of bis 
friend. 

18 Whoso keepeth the fig tree shall 
eat tho fruit thoreof; so ho that wait- 
•th on hii master shall be honourod. 


19 As in water face answcrelh to 
face, so the heart of man to man. 

20 Hell and destruction are never 
full; so (he eyes of man are never 
satisfied. 

21 As the fining pot for silver, and 
the furnaoe for gold ; so is a man to 
his praise. 

22 Though thou shouldcst bray a 
fool in a mortar among wheat with a 
pestle, yet will not his foolishness 
depart from him. 

23 Bo thou diligent to know the 
state of thy flooks, and look well to 
thy herds; 

24 For riches are not for ever; and 
doth the crown endure to overy gene¬ 
ration ? 

25 The hay appeareth, and the 
tender grass showeth itself, and herbs 
of the mountains are gathered. 

26 The lambs are for thy clothing, 
and the goats aro the price of the field. 

27 And thou shalt have goats’ milk 
enough for thy food, for the food of 
thy household, and for the mainte¬ 
nance for thy maidens. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

Of impiety and religiou* integrity. 

IIE wicked flee when no man 
pursueth ; but the righteous are 
bold as a lion. 

2 For the transgression of a land 
many are the princes thereof; but by 
a mao of understanding and know¬ 
ledge the etato thereof shall be pro¬ 
longed. 

3 A poor man that oppresseth the 
poor is like a sweeping rain which 
lcaveth no food. 

4 They that forsake the law praise 
the wicked; but suoh as keep the 
law contend with them. 

5 Evil men understand not judg- 
meut; but they that seek the Lord 
understand all things. 

6 Better is the poor that walketh in 
his uprightness, than ho that is por- 
verse iu his ways, though be be noh. 

7 Whoso koopeth the law is a wise 
son; but be that is a companion of 
riotous men shameth his father. 

8 He that by usury and unjust gain 
increasetb his Bubstanoe, he shall 
gather it for him that will pity the 
poor. 

9 Ho that lurneth away his ear from 
hearing the law, evon his prayer shall 
be abominaLion. 
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10 Whoso caused the righteous to 
go astray in an evil way, he shall fall 
himself into his own pit; but the 
upright shall have good things in 
possession. 

11 The rich man is wise in his own 
conceit; but the poor that hath 
understanding senreneth him out. 

12 When righteous men do rejoice, 
there is great glory ; but when the 
wicked rise, a man is hidden. 

13 He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper; but whoso confessed 
and forsaketh them shall have mercy.. 

14 Happy is the man that fcarcth 
always ; but he that hnrdencth hrs 
heart shall fall into mischief. 

15 As a roaring lion, and a ranging 
bear; so is n wicked ruler over the 
poor people. 

16 The prince that wanteth under¬ 
standing is also a great oppressor; 
but he that hateth covetousness eha.ll 
prolong his days. 

17 A man that doeth violence to tho 
blood of any person shall flee to the 
pit; let no man stay him. 

18 Whoso walketh uprightly shall 
be saved; but he that is perverse in 
hie ways Bhall fall at once. 

19 He that tillcth his land shall 
have plenty of bread ; but he that fol¬ 
lowed after vain persons shall have 
poverty enough. 

20 A faithful man shall abound with 
blessings; but he that uiakcth baste 
to be rich shall not bo innocent. 

21 To have respect of persons is not 
good; for, for a piece of bread that 
man will transgress. 

22 He that Bastcth to be rioh hath 
an evil eye, and eonsidcreth not that 
poverty shall come upon him. 

23 He that robuketh a man, after¬ 
wards shall find moro favour than he 
that flattereth with tho tongue. 

24 Whoso robbeth his father or his 
mother, and saith, Tt is no transgres¬ 
sion ; the same is tho companion of a 
destroyer. 

25 He that is of a proud heart stir- 
reth up strife; but he that putteth his 
trust in the Lord shall bo made fat. 

26 He that trusteth in bis own heart 
is a fool; bnt whoso walketh wisely, 
he shall be delivered. 

27 He that giveth unto the poor 
■hall not look; but he that hideth his 
eyes shall have many a curse. 


28 When the wicked rise, men hide 
themselves ; but when they perish, 
the righteous increase. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 

Government—Of anyrr, pruit, Oiicvery, cow¬ 
ardice, and corruption. 

H E, That being often reproved 
hardened his neck, shall sud¬ 
denly be destroyed, and that without 
remedy. 

2 When the righteous are in au¬ 
thority, tho people rejoice; but when 
tho wicked beareth rule, the people 
mourn. 

3 Whoso loveth wisdom rejoiceth 
his father; but he that keepeth com¬ 
pany with harlots spendeth his sub¬ 
stance. 

4 The king by judgment establish¬ 
ed the land; but he that received 
gifts overthroweth it. 

5 A man that flattereth his neigh¬ 
bour spreaded a net for his feet. 

6 In the transgression of an evil 
man there is a snare; but the right¬ 
eous doth sing aud rejoice. 

7 The righteous considereth the 
causo of the poor; but the wicked 
regarded not to know it. 

8 Scornful men bring a city into a 
snare; but wise men turn away wrath 
9 If a wise man contended with a 
foolish man, whether he rage or laugh, 
there is no rest. 

10 The bloodthirsty hate the up 
right; but tho just seek his soul. 

11 A fool uttered all his mind ; but 
a wise man keepeth it in till after¬ 
wards. 

12 If a ruler hearken to lies, all hii 
servants are wicked. 

13 Tho poor and the deceitful man 
meet together; the Lord lightened 
both their eyes. 

14 The king that faithfully judged 
the poor, his throne shall be estab¬ 


lished for ever. 

15 Tho rod and reproof give wis 
dom; but a child left to himself 
brlngeth his mother to shame. 

10 When the wicked are mnlliplied, 
transgrossion increased; hut the 
righteous shall see their fall. 

1*7 Correct thy son, and he shall 
give theo rest ; yen, ho shall give de¬ 
light unto tby soul, 
s 18 Whore there is no vision, de 
^people perish; but ho that keeped 
the law, hnppy Is he 
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19 A servant will not be correoted 
by worda ; for though he understand 
he will not answer. 

20 Seest thou a man that 10 hasty 
In hia words? there is more hope of 
a fool than of him. 

21 lie that delicately hringeth up 
bis servant from a child shall havo 
him become hia aon at the length. 

22 An angry man etirreth up strife, 
and a furious man aboundeth in trans¬ 
gression. 

23 A man's pride shall bring him 
low; but honour shall uphold the 
humble in spirit. 

24 Whoso is partner with a thief 
hateth his own soul ; ho hearclh 
ourBing, and bewravetn it not. 

25 The fear of man bringeth a 
snare; but whoso putteth his trust in 
the Lord shall bo safe. 

26 Many seek the ruler's favour; 
but every man's judgment cometh 
from the Lord. 

27 An unjusl man is an abomina¬ 
tion to the just; and he that is up¬ 
right in the way is abomination to 
the wicked. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

Agar’s confession and prayer—Parents are 
not to hr despised — Wrath to be prevented. 
HE words of Agur the son of 
Jakeh, even the prophecy; the 
man spake unto Ithiol, even unto 
Ithiel and Ucal, 

2 Surely I ani more brutish than 
any man, and have not the under¬ 
standing of a man. 

3 I neither learned wisdom, nor 
have the knowledge of the holy. 

4 Who hath ascended up into hea¬ 
ven, or descended ? who hath gathored 
the wind in his fists ? who hath bound 
the waters in a garment? who hath 
established all the ends of the earth ? 
what is his name, and what is his 
•on’s name, if thou canst toll? 

6 Evory word of God is pure; he is 
a shield unto them that put their 
trust in him. 

6 Add thou not unto his words, 
lost he reprove thee, and thon be 
found a liar. 

7 Two things have I required of 
thee; deny me them not before I die; 

8 Remove far from me vanity and 
lies; give mo neither poverty nor 
riohos ; feed me with food convenient 
for me; 


9 Lest I be full, and deny thee, and 
say, Who is the Lord ? or lest I be 
poor, and Btcal, and take the name of 
my God in vain. 

10 Accuse not a servant onto bis 
master, lest he curse tbee, and thou 
be found guilty. 

11 There is a generation that curseth 
their father, and doth not bless tbeir 
mother. 

12 There iB a generation that are 
pure in their own eyes, and yetis not 
washed from their filthiness. 

13 There is a generation, oh how 
lofty art their eyes! and their eyelids 
are lifted up. 

14 There is a generation, whose 
teeth are as swords, and their jaw 
teeth as knives, to devour the poor 
from off the earth, and the needy 
from among men. 

15 The horseleech hath two daugh¬ 
ters, crying, Give, give. There are 
three things that are never satisfied, 
yea, four things say not, It is enough; 

16 The grave; and the barren womb; 
tho earth that is not filled with water; 
and the fire that saith not, It is 
enough. 

17 The eye that mooketh at his fa¬ 
ther, and despiseth to obey hie mo¬ 
ther, the ravenB of the valley shall 
pick it out, and the yonng eagles 
shall eat it. 

18 There bo three things whioh are 
too wonderful for me, yea, four whioh 
I know not; 

19 The way of an oagle in the air ; 
the way of a Berpent upon a rook ; 
the way of a ship in the midBt of the 
sea; and the way of a man with a 
maid. 

20 Such is tho way of an adulterous 
woman ; Bho eatoth, and wipeth her 
mouth, and Baith, I have done no 
wickednoss. 

21 For threo things the earth is dis¬ 
quieted, and for four whioh it cannot 
hear; 

22 For a servant when he reigneth ; 
and a fool whoD he is filled with 

moat; 

23 For an odious woman when she 
is married; and a handmaid that is 
heir to her mistress. 

24 There be four things whioh are 
little upon the earth, but they are 
exceeding wiso; 

25 Tho antB are a people not strong, 
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yet they prepare their meat in the 
summer; 

26 The conies are bnt a feeble folk, 
yet make they their houses in the 
rocks; 

27 The locusts have no king, yet go 
they forth all of them by bands ; 

23 The spider takcth hold with her 
hands, ana is iu kings' palaoes. 

29 There be three things which go 
well, yon, four are comely in going; 

30 A lion, which is strongest among 
beasts, and turneth not away from 
any; 

31 A grayhound; a he goat also; 
and a kiug, against whom there is no 
rising up. 

32 If thou hast done foolishly in 
lifting up thyself, or if thou hast 
thought evil, lay Ihine hand upon 
thy mouth. 

33 Surely the churning of milk 
bringeth forth butter, and tbc wring¬ 
ing of the nose bringetb forth blood; 
so the forcing of wrath bringeth forth 
strife. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

Chastity and temperance — Quality of a good 
wife. 

HE words of king Lemuel, the 
propheoy that his mother taught 

him. 

2 What, my son ? and what, the son 
of my womb? and what, the son of 
my vows ? 

3 Give not thy strength unto women, 
nor thy ways to that which destroy¬ 
ed kings. 

4 It is not for kings, 0 Lemuel, it is 
not for kings to drink wino; nor for 
princes strong drink; 

5 Lest they drink, and forget the 
law, and pervert the judgment of 
any of the afflicted. 

0 Give strong drink unto him that 
is ready to perish, and wino unto those 
that be of heavy hearts. 

7 Let him drink, and forget his 
poverty, and remember his misery no 
more. 

8 Open thy mouth for the dumb in 
the oauso of all such as are appointed 
to destruction. 

9 Open thy mouth, judge righteously, 
and plead the oause of the poor and 
needy. 

10 Who aan And a virtuous woman? 
for her price is far above rubies. 


11 The heart of her husband doth 
safely trust in her, so that he shall 
have no need of spoil. 

12 She will do him good and not 
evil all the days of her life. 

13 She sccketh wool, and flax, and 
worketh willingly with her hands. 

14 She is like the merchants' ships; 
she bringeth her food from afar. 

15 She riseth also while it is yet 
night, and giveth meat to her house¬ 
hold, and a portion to her maidens. 

10 She considereth a field, and buy- 
oth it; with the fruit of her hands 
she planlclh a vineyard. 

17 She girdeth her loins with 
strength, and strengthened hei 
arms. 

18 She perceiveth that her mer¬ 
chandise is good ; her candle gocth 
not out by night. 

19 She layeth her hands to the spin 
die, and her hands hold the distaff. 

20 She stretcheth out her hand to 
the poor; yea, she reached forth 
her hands to the needy. 

21 She is not afraid of the snow for 
her household ; for all her household 
arc clothed with scarlet. 

22 She maketh herself covering? 
of tapestry; her clothing is silk and 
purple. 

23 Her husband is known in the 
gates, when he sitteth among the 
elders of the land. 

24 She maketh fine linen, and sell- 
cLh it; and delivered girdles unto 
the merchant. 

25 Strength and honour are her 
clothing; and she shall rejoioe id 
time to come. 

26 She openeth her mouth with wi^ 
dom; and in her tonguo is the law of 
kindness. 

27 She looketh well to tho ways of 
hor household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. 

28 Her children arise up, and call 
her blessed; her husband also, and 
he praiseth hor. 

2 l J Many daughters have done vir 
tuously, but thou excellest them all- 

30 Favour is deceitful, and beauty 
is vain; hut a woman that feared 
the Lord, she shall be praised. 

31 Give hor of the fruit of her 
hands ; and let her owd works praise 
her in the gates. 



ECCLESIASTES; OR, THE PREACHER. 


CHAPTER I. 

The r unify of worldly th\ngt. 

HE words of the Preacher, the 
son of David, king in Jerusalem. 

2 Vanity of vanitios, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is 
vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he takcth under the sun ? 

4 One generation passeth away, and 
another generation comoth; but the 
earth abideLh for ever. 

5 The Bun alBO ariseth, and the sun 
goclh down, and hnstoth to his place 
where he arose. 

fi Tho wind goelh toward the south, 
and turneth about unto the north ; 
it whirloth about continually, and 
the wind rcturneth again according 
to his cirouitB. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea; 
yet tho sea is not full; unto the ^lacc 
from whence the rivers come, thither 
they return again. 

8 All things are full of labour ; man 
cannot utter it; tbo eye is not satis¬ 
fied with seeing, nor the ear filled 
with hearing. 

9 Tho thing that hath been, it is 
that whioh shall be; and that which 
iB done is that which shall be done; 
and there ia no new thing under the 
sun. 

10 Is thore any thing whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new ? it hath 
boon already of old time, which was 
before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of for¬ 
mer things; neither shall there be 
any remembrance of things that are 
to come with those that shall come 
after. 

12 I tho Preacher wan king over 
Tpraol in JoruHalcm. 

13 And I gave my heart to seek 
and search out by wisdom concern¬ 
ing all things that are done undor 
heaven; this sore travail hath God 
given to the sons of man to bo exer¬ 
cised therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works that 
aro done under the nun ; and, behold, 
all is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That whioh is orooked oannot be 
made straigm; and that which is 
wanting cannot be numbered. 


16 I communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to 
great estate, and have gotten more 
wisdom than all they that have been 
before me in Jerusalem; yea, my 
heart had great experience of wis¬ 
dom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madnoss and 
folly; I perceived that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much 
grief; and he that inoreoseth know¬ 
ledge increaseth sorrow. 

CHAPTER II. 

The vanity of worldly pleasure and human 
labour. 

SAID in mine heart, Go to now, I 
will prove thee with mirth; there¬ 
fore enjoy pleasure ; and, behold, this 
also is vanity. 

2 I said of laughter, It is mad; and 
of mirth. What doeth it? 

3 I sought in mine heart to give 
myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom; and to lay 
hold on folly, till I might see what 
was that good for the sons of men, 
which they should do under the hea- 
von all the days of their life. 

4 I made me great works; I builded 
me houses; I planted me vineyards; 

5 I made me gardons and orohards, 
and I planted troes in them of all 
kind of fruits; 

6 I made me pools of water, to water 
therewith the wood that bringeth forth 
trees; 

7 I got me servants and maidens, 
and had servants born in my house; 
also I had great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jerusalem before me; 

8 I gathered me also Bilver and 
gold, and tho peculiar treasure of 
kings and of tne provinces; I gat 
me men singors nnd women singers, 
and tho delights of the bods of meu, 
as musical instruments, and that of 
all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and inoreased 
more than all that were before me in 
Jerusalem ; also xy wisdom remained 

with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes de¬ 
sired I kept not from them, I withheld 

070 
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not my heart from any Joy; for my 
heart rejoiced in all py labour; and 
this was my portion of all my labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and on 
the labour tbat I had laboured to do; 
and, behold, all was vanity and vexa¬ 
tion of spirit, and there was no profit 
under the snn. 

12 And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madnesB, and folly; for 
what can the man do that comcth after 
the king? even that which hath been 
already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excel¬ 
led folly, as far as light excelled 
darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walkcth in dark¬ 
ness; and I myself perceived also 
that one event happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it happeneth 
even to me; and why was I then 
more wise? Then I said in my heart, 
that this also is vanity. 

10 For there is no remembrance of 
the wise more than of the fool for 
ever; seeing that which now is in the 
days to come shall all be forgotten. 
And how dieth the wise man? as the 
fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought under the 
sun is grievous unto me; for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 Yoa, I hated all my laboar which 
I had taken nnder the sun, because I 
shonld leave it unto tho man that 
shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and wherein 
I have showed myself wise under tho 
sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
whioh I took under the suu. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
is in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity; yet to a man that hath not 
laboured therein shall he leave it for 
his portion. This also is vanity and 
a great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured nnder 
the snn? 


23 For all his days are sorrows, 
and his travail grief; yea, his heart 
taketh not rest in the night. This is 
also vanity. 

24 There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he shonld eat and 
drink, and that he should make his 
soul enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it was from the hand 
of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than I? 

20 For God giveth to a man that 
is good in his sight, wisdom, and 
knowledge, and joy; but to the sin¬ 
ner he giveth travail, to gather and 
to heap up, that he may give to him 
that is good before God. This also 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

CHAPTER III. 

Xaxssary change of timsa—Exedtenoj in 
God's works. 

0 every thing there is a season, 
and a time to every purpose 
under heaven; 

2 A time to be born, and a time to 
die; a time to plant, and a time to 
plnck up that which is planted; 

3 A time to kill, and a time to heal; 
a time to break down, and a time to 
build up; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to 
langh; a time to mourn, and a time to 
dance; 

5 A time to oast away stones, and 
a time to gather stones together; a 
timo to embrace, and a time to refrain 
from embracing; 

6 A time to get, and a time to lose; a 
time to keep, and a time to cast away; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to sew; 
a time to keep silence, and a time to 
speak; 

8 A time to love, and a time to hate; 
a timo of war, and a time of peace. 

9 What profit hath ho that worketh 
in that wherein he laboureth? 

10 I have seen the travail, whioh 
God hath given to the sons of men to 
be exercised in it. 

11 He hath made every thing 
beautiful in his time; also he hath 
set the world in their heart, so that 
no man can Gnd oat the work that 
God maketh from the beginning to 
the end. 

12 I know that there is no good In 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and 
to do good in his life. 
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13 And also that every man should 
eat and drink, and enjoy the good of 
all his labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God 
docth, it shall be for over; nothing 
:un bo put to it, nor any thing taken 
from it; and God dooth it, that men 
should fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now; 
and that whioh is to be hath already 
been, and God roquiroth that whioh 
it past. 

10 And moreover 1 saw under the 
sun the place of judgment, that 
wiokednoss was thero; and the place 
of righteousness, that iniquity was 
there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wioked; 
for there is a time there for every 
purposo and for overy work. 

18 I said in mine heart oonoorning 
the estates of the sons of men, that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they thomsolves 
are beasts. 

19 For that whioh befalleth the sons 
of men befalleth beasts; even one 
thing befalleth them; as the one 
•lictli, so dieth the other; yea, they 
Lmvo all one breath; so that a man 
hath no pre-eminence above a beast; 
for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; all are of 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knowoth the spirit of man 
that gooth upward, and the spirit of 
the beast that gooth downward to the 
earth ? 

22 Wheicforo 1 perceive that thoro 
is nothing better, than that a man 
should rojoioo in his own works; for 
(hut is his portion; for who shall 
bring him to eeo what shall bo after 
him ? 

CHAPTER IV. 

• Unity u xncrtiutd by appreuion, envy, 
idlentst, coveloumeit, tolilarinesi, and by 
wilful nett. 

0 I returned, and considered all 
tho oppressions that are done 
undor the sun; and behold the tears 
of suob as wore oppressed, and they 
had no comforter; and on the Bide of 
their oppressors there was power; hut 
they had no comforter. 

2 Wherefore I praised the doad 
whioh are already doad, more than 
the living, whioh are yet alivo. 


3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath 
not seen the evil work that is done 
under the sun. 

4 Again, I considcrod all travail, 
and every right work, that for this a 
man is envied of his neighbour. This 
is also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

5 The fool foldoth his hands to¬ 
gether, and e&teth his own flesh. 

6 Better is & handful with quietness, 
than both the hands full with travail 
and vexation of spirit. 

7 Then I returned, and I saw vanity 
under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
not a second; yea, he hath neither 
ohild nor brother; yet is there no end 
of all his labour; neither is his eye 
satisfied with riches; neither saith 
ho, For whom do I labour, and be- 
roave my soul of good ? This is also 
vanity, yoa, it is a sore travail. 

9 Two are bettor than one; be¬ 
cause they have a good roward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift 
up his fellow; but woe to him that is 
alone when he falieth; for he hath 
not another to holp him up. 

11 Again, if two lie togothor, then 
they have heat; but how oan one he 
warm alone ? 

12 And if one prevail against me, 
two shall withstand him; and a 
threefold oord is not quiakly broken. 

13 Better is a poor and a wise ohild, 
than an old and foolish king, who 
will no more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he oometh to 
reign; whereaB also he that is bom 
in his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 I considered all tho living whioh 
walk undor the sun, with the seoond 
ohild that shall eland up in his stead. 

10 There is no end of all the peo¬ 
ple, even of all that have been before 
them ; they also that oome after shall 
not rojoioe in him. Suroly this also 
is vanity and voxation of spirit. 

CHAPTER V. 

Faniiuj in divine lervice—Murmuring and 
riches. 

EBP thy foot when thou goest 
to tho house of God, and be 
more ready to hear, than to give the 
sacrifice of fools; for they ooneider 
not that they do evil. 

2 Do not rash with thy month, and 
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let oot thine heart bo hasty to ntter 
• ny thing before God ; for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth; there¬ 
fore let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream oometh through the 
multitude of business; and a fool’s 
voice is known by multitude of words. 

4 When thou rowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for ho hath 
no pleasnre in fools; pay that which 
thou hast vowed. 

5 Better is it that thou shouldcst not 
vow, than that thou Bhouldest vow 
and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy 
flesh to sin; neither say thou before 
the angel, that it was an error; 
wherefore shonld God he angry at thy 
voice, and destroy the work of thine 
hands ? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words thore are also divers 
vanities; but fear thou God. 

8 If thou seest the oppression of 
tho poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter ; for he that 
is higher than the highest regardeth ; 
and there he higher than they. 

9 Moreover the profit of the earth 
is for all; the king himself is served 
by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver; nor he that 
loveth abundance with increase; this 
is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them; and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether ho eat littlo or much ; 
but the abundance of tho rich will 
not suffer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I havo 
seen under the sun, namely, riches 
kept for the owners thereof to their 
hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by ovil 
travail; and ho begetteth a eon, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he oame forth of his mother's 
womb, naked shall he return to go as 
he oame, and shall take nothing of 
his labour, which ho may oarry away 
in his hand. 

10 And this also is a sore evil, that 
in all points as he came, so shall he i 


go; and what profit hath he that 
hath laboured for the wind? 

17 All his days also he cateth in 
darkness, and be hath much sorrow 
and wrath with his sickness. 

18 Behold that which I have seen; 
it is good and comely for one to eat 
and to drink, and to enjoy the good 
of all his labour that he taketh under 
the sun all the days of his life, 
which God giveth him; for it is his 
portion. 

19 Every man also to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, and 
hath.given him power to eat thereof, 
and to take his portion, and to rejoice 
in h 16 labour ; tnis is the gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember 
the days of his life; because God an 
swereth him in the joy of his heart. 

CHAPTER VI. 

T)u vaniiy of riches—The conclusion of 
vanities. 

HERE is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men ; 

2 A man to whom Qod hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so Ihai 
he wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all that he desireth, yet God giveth 
him not power to eat thereof, but a 
stranger eateth it; this is vanity, and 
it is an evil disease. 

3 If a man beget a hundred chil¬ 
dren, and live many years, so that the 
days of his yearB be many, and his 
soul be not filled with good, and also 
that he have no burial; I say, that 
an untimely birth is better than he. 

4 For ho oometh in with vanity, 
and departeth in darkness, and his 
name shall be covered jjjih darkness. 

5 Moreover he hath not^een tb«- 
sun, nor known any thing; this hntli 
more rest than the other. 

0 Yea, though he live a thousand 
years twice told, yet hath he Been no 
good; do not all go to one place? 

7 All the labour of man is for hie 
mouth, and yet the appetite is not 
filled. 

S For what hath the wise more than 
the fool? what bath the poor, that 
knowoth to walk before the living ? 

9 Bettor is the sight of the eyes than 
the wandering of the desire; this is 
also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

10 That whioh hath been is named 
already, and it is known that it ii 
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man ; neither may he ooutcnd with 
him that is mightier than he. 

11 Seeing thero be many things 
that increase vanity, what is man the 
better? 

12 For who knoweth what is good 
for man in this life, all the days of 
his vain lifo which lie spcndelh as a 
shadow 7 for who can tell a man what 
shall be after him under the sun7 

CUAPTKR VII. 

Remtdirs against vanity—Ths diffiadty of 
getting wisdom. 

QOOD name is better than pre¬ 
cious ointment; and the day of 
death than the day of one's birth. 

2 It is bettor to go to the house of 
mourning, iban to go to the house of 
feasting ; for that is the end of all 
men; and tho living will lay it to his 
heart. 

3 Sorrow is better than laughter; 
for by the sadness of the countonanco 
tho heart is made better. 

4 Tho hoart of the wise is in tho 
house of mourning; but the heart of 
fools is in tbo house of mirth. 

5 It is belter to hoar the rebuke of 
tho wise, than for a man to hoar the 
song of fools; 

6 For as the orackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is tho laughter of the 
fool; this also is vanity. 

7 Surely oppression maketh a wise 
man mad ; and a gift dostroyeth the 
heart. 

8 Better is the ond of a thing than 
the beginning thereof; and tho pa¬ 
tient in spirit is bettor than the proud 
in spirit. 

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit to bo 
angry ; for anger restoth in tho bo¬ 
som of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause 
that tho former days were better than 
these 7 for thou dost not inquire wise¬ 
ly concerning this. 

11 Wisdom is good with an inherit¬ 
ance ; and by it there is profit to them 
that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a dofenoo, and 
money is a defeneo ; but tho exool- 
lenoy of knowledge is, that wisdom 
giveth lifo to them that have it. 

13 Consider tho work of Qod; for 
who can make that straight, which 
he hath made orookod 7 

14 In the day of prosperity be joy¬ 
ful, but in the day of adversity con¬ 


sider; God also hath set the -mo over 
against tho othor, to the end that man 
should find nothing after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the 
days of iny vanity ; there is a just 
man that perisheth in his righteous¬ 
ness, and there is a wiokod man that 
prolongoth bis life in his wicked¬ 
ness. 

16 Be not righteous over muoh, 
neither make thyself over wise; why 
shouldost thou destroy thyself? 

17 Be not over much wicked, nei¬ 
ther he thou foolieh ; why shouldcst 
thou die before thy time 7 

18 It is good that thou ehouldest 
take hold of this ; yea, also from this 
withdraw not thine hand; for he that 
feareth God shall oome forth of them 
all. 

19 Wisdom strengthened the wise 
more than ten mighty men which are 
in the city. 

20 For thero is not a just man upon 
earth, that doeth good, and sinnoth 
not. 

21 Also take no heed unto all words 
that are spoken ; lest thou bear thy 
sorvant curse thee; 

22 For oftentimes also thine own 
hoart knoweth that thou thyself like- 
wiso hast cursed others. 

23 All this have I proved hy wis¬ 
dom ; I said, I will be wise; but it 
was far from me. 

24 That whioh is far off, and ex¬ 
ceeding doep, who can find it out 7 

25 I applied mino heart to know, 
and to search, and to eeek out wis¬ 
dom, and the reason of things, and to 
know the wickedness of folly, even 
of foolishness and madness ; 

26 And I find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is 
snares and nets, and her hands as 
bands; whoso ploasoth God shall es¬ 
cape from her; but the sinner shall 
be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith 
the Preacher, oounting one by one, to 
find out the account; 

28 Whioh yet my sonl eeeketh, but 
I find not; one man among a thou¬ 
sand have I found; but a woman 
among all those bavo I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, that 
| God hath made man upright; but 

thoy have sought out many iuven- 
I tioDB. 
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CHAPTER vni. I cording to the work of the wiokcd ; 


Kings to be respected—Divine providence to 
be observed. 

flO is aa the wise man? and I 
who knowcth the interpreta¬ 
tion of a thing? a man’s wisdom 
maketh his faoe to shine, and the 
boldness of his face Bhall be changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the king’s 
commandment, and that in regard of 
the oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of his sight; 
stand not in an evil thing; for he 
doeth whatsoever plcaseth him. 

4 Whore the word of a king is, there 
is power; and who may say unto him, 
What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the command¬ 
ment shall feel no evil thing; and a 
wise man’s heart discerneth both time 
and judgment. 

6 Because to every purpose there 
is time and judgment, therefore the 
misery of man is great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which 
shall be; for who oan tell him when 
it Bhall be ? 

8 There is no man that hath power 
over the spirit to retain the spirit; 
neither hath he power in the day of 
death ; and there is no discharge in 
that war; neither shall wickedness 
deliver those that are given Lo it. 

9 All this have I seen, and applied 
my heart unto every work that is 
done under the eun; there is a time 
wherein one man ruleth over another 
to his own hurt. 

10 And so I saw the wicked buried, 
who had come and gone from the 
place of the holy, and they were for¬ 
gotten in the oity where they had so 
done; this is also vanity. 

11 Beoauso sentenoo against an evil 
work is not eseouted speedily, there¬ 
fore the heart of the sons of men is 
fully set in them to do evil. 

12 Though a sinner do evil a hun¬ 
dred times, and his days be prolong¬ 
ed, yet surely I know that it shall be 
well with them that fear God, which 
fear before him; 

13 But it shall not be well with the 
wioked, neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are as a shadow; be¬ 
cause he fearcth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth; that there bo just 
mon, unto whom it happenoth ao- 


again, there be wicked men, to whom 
it happeneth according to the work 
of the righteous; I said that this also 
is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, be¬ 
cause a man hath no better thing 
under the 6un, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry ; for that shall 
abide with him of his labour the days 
of his life, which God givelh hi a. 
under the sun. 

16 When I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the business 
that iB done upon the earth ; (for aLo 
there is that noither day nor night 
sceth sleep with his eyes;) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of 

, God, that a man cannot find out the 
work that is done under the sun ; be¬ 
cause though a man labour to seek it 
out, yet he shall not find it; yea 
further; though a wise man think to 
know it, yet shall he not be able to 
find'it. 

CHAPTER IX. 

LiJce things happen to all — God's providence 
ruUlh over all—Wisdom is better than 
strength. 

OR all this I considered in my 
heart even to declare all this, 
that the righteous, and the wise, and 
their works, are in the hand of Qod; 
no man knowcth either love or hatred 
by all that is before them. 

2 All things come alike to all; there 
is one event to the righteous, and to 
the wicked; to the good and to the 
clean, and to the unclean ; to him 
that sncriliceth, and to him that eao- 
rifiocth not; as is the good, eo is the 
sinner; and he that sweareth, as he 
that fearoth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event unto all; yea, also 
the heart of the sons of men is full cf 
evil, and madness is in their heart 
while they livo, and after that they 
go to the dead. 

4 For to him that is joined to all 
tho living there is hope; for a living 
dog is hotter than a dead lion. 

5 For the living know that they 
shall dio; but the dead know not any 
thing, neither have they any more a 
reward; for the memory of them it 
forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
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and their envy, is dow perished; 
□either have they any more a por¬ 
tion for ever in anything that is done 
under the son. 

7 Go thy way, cat thy brend with joy, 
and drink thy wine with a merry heart; 
for God now acoeptoth thy works. 

6 Let tby garments be alway b white; 
and let thy head lack no ointment. 

9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovost all the days of the lifo of 
thy vanity, which he hath given thee 
under the sun, all the days of thy 
vanity ; for that iB thy portion in this 
life, and in Lhy labour which thou 
lakest under the sun. 

10 Whatsoever tby hand lindeth to 
do, do it witn thy might; for there 
is no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, whither 
thou goest. 

11 I returned, and saw nndcr the 
sun, that the race is not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, neither 
yet bread to the wise, nor yet riches 
to men of understanding, nor yet 
favour to men of skill ; but time and 
chance happeneth to them all. 

12 For man also knoweth not his 
time; as the fishes that are taken in 
ru evil net, and as the birds that are 
caught in the snare ; so are the sons 
of men snared in an evil time, when 
it falleth suddenly upon them. 

13 This wisdom have I seen also 
undor tho sun, and it seemed great 
unto me ; 

14 There was a little city, and few 
men within it; and there came a 
groat king against it, and besieged it, 
and built great bulwarks against it. 

16 Now there was found in it a poor 
wise man, and ho by his wisdom de¬ 
livered the oity; yet no man re¬ 
membered that sftino poor man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom is bettor 
than strength; nevertheless the poor 
man's wisdom is despised, and his 
words are not board. 

17 The words of wise men are hoard 
in quiet more than the cry of him 
that ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons 
of war; but one Biuner destroyoth 
much good. 

CHAPTER X. 

Of wisdom and folly. 

EAD flies oause the ointmont of 
tho apothecary to send forth a 


stinking savour; so doth a little folly 
him that is in reputation for wisdom 
and honour. 

2 A wise man’s heart is at his right 
hand; but a fool’s heart at his left. 

3 Yea also, whoa he that ib a fool 
walkelh by tho way, his wisdom fail- 
eth him, and he saith to every one 
that he is a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the rnler rise up 
against thee, leave not thy place; for 
yielding paoifieth great offences. 

5 There is an evil whioh I have seen 
ander the sun, as an error which pro¬ 
ceeded from the ruler; 

6 Folly is set in great dignity, and 
the rich sit in low plooe. 

7 I have seen servants upon horses, 
and princes walking as servants upon 
the earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall fall 
into it; and whoso breaketh a hedge, 
a serpent shall bite him. 

9 Whoso removoth stones shall bo 
hurt therewith; and he that oleaveth 
wood shall be endangered therehy. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do 
not whet the edge, then must he pul 
to more strength; but wisdom is 
profitable to direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite with¬ 
out enchantment; and a babbler is 
no belter. 

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious; but the lips of a fool 
will swallow up himself. 

13 The beginning of the words of 
hia mouth is foolishness; and the end 
of his talk is mischievous mad¬ 
ness. 

14 A fool also is full of words; a 
man oannot tell what shall be; and 
what shall he after him, who can tell 
him ? 

15 The labour of tho foolish wearieth 
every one of them, because he know¬ 
eth not how to go to the oity. 

16 Woo to thee, 0 land, when thy 
king is a child, and thy princes eal 
in the morning! 

17 Blessed art thou, 0 land, when 
thy king is the son of nobles, and 
thy prinoos eat in due season, for 
strength, and not for drunkenness! 

18 lly much slotbfulness the build¬ 
ing deoayeth; and through idleness 
of the hands the house droppoth 
through. 

19 A feast is made for laughter, and 
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wine maketh merry ; but money 
anewerelh all things. 

20 Curse not the king, no not in thy 
thought; and curse not the rich in 
thy bed-chamber; for a bird of the 
air shall carry the voice, and that 
whioh hath wings shall tell the matter. 
CHAPTER XI. 

Charity — Death-Day of judgment. 

C AST thy bread upon the waters; 

for thou shall find it after many 
days. 

2 Give a portion to seven, and also 
to eight; for thou knowesl not what 
evil shall be upon the earth. 

3 If the clouds be full of rain, they 
empty themselves upon the earth; 
and if the tree fall toward the south, 
or toward the north, in the place 
where the tree falleth, thereitshall be. 
4 He that observeth the wind shall 
not sow; and he that regardeth the 
olouds shall not reap. 

5 As thou knowest not what is the 
way of the spirit, nor how the bones 
do grow in the womb of her that is 
with child; even so thou knowest not 
the works of God who maketh all. 

6 In the morning sow thy seed, and 
in the evening withhold not thiue 
hand; for thou knowest not whether 
shall prosper, either this or that, or 
whether they both shall be alike good. 
7 Truly the light is sweet, and a 

E leasanl thing it is for the eyes to 
ehold tbe sun ; 

8 But if a man live many years, 
and rejoice in them all; yet let him 
remember the days of darkness; for 
they shall be many. All that oometh 
is vanity. 

0 Rejoice, 0 yonng man, in thy 
youth; and let thy heart cbeer theo 
in the days of thy youth, and walk 
in the ways of thine heart, and in the 
sight of thine eyes; but know thou, 
that for all these thiDgs God will 
bring tbee into judgment. 

10 Therefore remove sorrow from 
thy heart, and put away evil from thy 
floBh; for ohildhood and youth are 
vanity. 


CHAPTER XII. 

T7u Creator to be remembered—The fear of 
Ood the chief antidote <f vanity. 

R EMEMBER now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth, while tho 
evil days oome not, nor tho yoars 


draw nigh, when thou ebalt say, 1 
hare no pleasure in them ; 

2 While Ihe sun, or the light, or the 
moon, or the stars, be Dot darkened, 
nor the clouds return after the rain ; 

3 In the day when tbe keepers or 
the house shall tremble, and the 
stroug men shall bow themBelves, and 
the grinders cease because they are 
few, and those that look out of tie 
windows be darkened. 

4 And the doors shall be shot in the 
streets, when the sound of the grind¬ 
ing is low, and ho shall rise up at 
the voice of the bird, and all the 
daughters of music shall be brought 
low; 

5 Also when they shall be afraid ol 
that which is high, and fears shall bo 
in the way, and the almond tree shall 
flourish, and the grasshopper shall be 
a burden, and desire shall fail; be 
cause man goeth to his long home, 
and the mourners go about the streets: 

6 Or ever tbe silver cord be loosed, 
or the golden bowl be broken, or tho 
pitcher be broken at the fountain, ov 
the wheel broken at the cistern. 

7 Then shall the dust return to the 
earth as it was ; and the spirit shall 
return unto God who gave it. 

S Vanity of vanities, saith lli.- 
Preacher; all is vanity. 

9 And moreover, because tin 
Preacher was wise, he still taught llu< 
people knowledge; yea, he gave good 
hoed, and 6ougbtout, and set in order 
many proverbs. 

10 Tbe Preacher sought to find our 
acceptable words; and that which 
was written was upright, even word* 
of truth. 

11 The words of the wise are ai 
goads, and as nails fastened by the 
masters of assemblies, which are given 
from one shepherd. 

12 And further, hy these, my son. 
be admonished; of making many 
hooks there is no end; and much 
study is a weariness of the flesh. 

13 Let us bear the conolusion of tbo 
whole matter; Fear God, and keep 
his commandments; for this is the 
whole duty of man. 

14 For God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every secret 
thing, whether it be good, or whether 
it be evil. 



THE BOOK OF THE 

CHAPTER I. 

Judah't rebellion—Promises and threaten¬ 
ing!. 

T HE riBion of Isaiah the bod of 
Amor, which he Baw concerning 
Jadah and Jerusalem in the days of 
Uzxiah, Jotharn, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Jadah. . 

2 Hoar, 0 heavens, and give ear, 
0 earth ; for the Lord hath spoken; 

I have nourished and brought up 
children, and they have rebellod 
against me. 

3 The ox knoweth his owner, and the 
ass his master's orib; but Israel doth 
not know, my peoplodoth not oonsidor. 
4 Ah sinful nation, a people laden 
with iniquity, a seed of evil-doors, 
ohildron that are corrupters; they 
have forsaken the Lord, they have 
provoked the Holy One of Israel 
unto anger, they are gone away back¬ 
ward. 

5 Why should ye be strioken any 
more? yo will revolt more and more; 
mo whole head is siok, and the whole 
heart faint. 

0 From the sole of the foot even 
unlo the head there is no soundness 
in it; but wounds, and bruises, and 
putrifying sores; they have not been 
closed, neither bound up, neither 
mollified with ointment. 

7 Your country is desolate, your 
cities are burned with fire ; your land, 
strangers devour iL in your presence, 
and it is desolate, as overthrown by 
strungers. 

8 And the daughter of Zion is left 
»8 ft cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge 
in a garden of cucumbers, as a be¬ 
sieged city. 

9 Except Lho Lord of hosts had 
left unlo ua n rery small remnant, 
we should have been as Sodom, and 
we should have been like unlo (lo¬ 
rn jrrah. 

10 Hoar the word of the Lord, yo 
rulers of Sodom ; give ear unto the law 
of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 

11 To what purpose is the multitude 
of your saorifics unto me? sailh the 
Lord; T am full of tho burnt offerings 
of ruin8, and the fnt of fed beasts; 
and I delight not in the blood of bul- 
'ooks, or of lambs, or of he goats. 
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12 When ye come to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your 
band, to tread my courts ? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations: in- 
oense is an abomination nnto me; the 
new moons and sabbaths, the oalling 
of assemblies, I oannot away with; it 
is iniquity, even the solemn meeting. 

14 Your new moons and your ap¬ 
pointed feasts my sonl hateth; they 
are a trouble unto me; I am weary 
to bear them. 

15 And when ye spread forth your 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from 
you; yea, when ye make many pray¬ 
ers, I will not hear; your hands are 
full of blood. 

16 Wash ye, make you clean; pat 
away the evil of your doings from 
before mine eyes; cease to do evil; 

17 Learn to do well; seek judgment, 
relievo the opprossed, judge the 
fatherless, plead for the widow. 

18 Como row, and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord; though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be 
as white as snow ; though they be red 
like crimson, they Bhall be as wool. 

19 If yc he willing and obedient, 
yo shall oat the good of the land; 

20 But if ye refuse and rebel, ye 
shall be devoured with the sword; 
for tho mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it. 

21 How is tho faithful city become 
a harlot! it was full of judgment; 
righteousness lodged in it; but now 
murderers. 

22 Thy silver is become dross, thy 
wine mixed with water; 

23 Thy princos are rebellious, and 
companions of thieves; every one 
lovcth gifts, and followcth after To¬ 
wards ; they judge not the fatherless, 
neither doth I he cause of the widow 
come unto them. 

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, (ho Mighty One of 
Israel, Ah, I will ease me of mine 
adversaries, and avenge me of mine 
enemies. 

25 And T will turn my hand upon 
thee, and purely purge away thy 
dross, and take away nil thy tin; 

26 And I will restore thy judges 
as at tho first, and thy counsellors as 
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»t the beginning; afterward thou 
■halt be called, The city of righteous¬ 
ness, the faithful city. 

27 Zion shall be redeemed with 
judgment, and her converts with 
righteousness. 

2€ And the destruction of the trans¬ 
gressors and of the sinners shall be 
together, and they that forsake the 
Lord shall bo consumed. 

29 For they shall bo ashamed of the 
oaks which ye have desired, and ye 
shall be confounded for the gardens 
that ye have chosen. 

30 For ye shall be as an oak whose 
leaf fadeth, and as a garden that hath 
no water. 

31 And the strong shall be as tow, 
and the maker of it as a spark, and 
they shall both burn together, and 
none shall quench them. 

CHAPTER n. 

The coming of ClirisCs kingdom — Effect* of 
God's majesty. 

HE word that Isaiah the son of 
Amoz saw concerning Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

2 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, when the mountain of the 
Lord's house shall be established in 
the top of the mountains, and shall 
be exalted above the hills, and ali 
nations Bhall flow unto it; 

3 And many people shall go and 
say, Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, to the house 
of the God of Jacob; and he will 
teach us of his ways, and we will 
walk in his paths; for out of Zion 
shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem; 

4 And he shall judge among the 
nations, and shall rebuke many peo¬ 
ple; and they shall beat their swords 
into ploughshares, and their spears 
into pruning-hooks; nation shall not 
lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more. 

5 0 house of Jacob, corao ye, and let 
us walk in the light of the Lord ; yea, 
come, for ye have all gone astray, 
every ono to his own wicked ways. 

6 Theroforc, 0 Lord, thou hast for¬ 
saken thy people the house of Jacob, 
because they be replenished from tho 
east, and hearken unto soothsayers 
like the Philistines, and they please 
themselves in the ohildren of stran¬ 
gers. 


7 Their land also is full of silver 
i and gold, neither is there any end of 
; their treasures; their land is also full 
j of horses, neither is there any end of 
, their chariots; 

8 Their land also is full of idols; 
they worship the work of their own 
hands, that which their own fingers 
have made. 

9 And Lhe mean man boweth not 
down, and the great man humhleth 
himself not; therefore forgive him not. 

10 0 ye wicked ones, enter into the 
rock, and hide ye in the duBt; for the 
fear of the Lord and his majesty 
shall smite thee. 

11 And it shall come to pass that 
the lofty looks of man shall he hum¬ 
bled, and the haughtiness of mao 
shall be bowed down, and the Lord 
alone shall be exalted in that day. 

12 For the day of the Lord of hosts 
soon cometh upon all nations; yea, 
upon every one; yea, upon the proud 
and lofty, and upon every one who is 
lifted up, and he shall be brought low. 

13 Yea, and the day of the Lord 
shall come upon all the cedars of Le¬ 
banon, for they are high and lifted 
up ; and upon all the oaks of Bashan ; 

14 And upon all the high moun¬ 
tains, and upon all the hills, and upoD 
all the nations which are lifted up ; 

15 Aud upon every people, and 
upon every high tower, and upon 
every fenced wall, 

16 And upon all the ships of the 
sea, and upon all the ships of Tarsh 
ish, and upon all pleasant pictures. 

17 And the loftiness of man shall bo 
bowed down, and the haughtiness of 
men shall be made low ; and the Lord 
alono shall be exalted in that day. 

18 And the idols he shall utterly 
abolish. 

19 And they shall go into the holes 
of the rooks, and into the oaves of 
the earth, for the fear of the Lord shall 
come upon them, and the glory of bis 
majesty shall smile them, when be 
ariseth to shake terribly the earth. 

20 In that day a man shall cast his 
idols of silver, and his idols of gold, 
which he hath made for himself to 
worship, to the moles and to the bats; 

21 To go into tho clefts of the rocks, 
and into the tops of tho ragged rocks, 
for the fear of the Lord shall come 
upon them, and Lbe majesty of th» 
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Lord shall smite them, when he aris- 
eth to shake terribly the earth. 

22 Cease ye from man, whose breath 
Is In his nostrils; for wherein is ho to 
be accounted of? 

CITAPTER IIL 

TV sin ‘if thf people^ The oppression of Uu 
rulW* —77ie judgments for pride, 

OK. behold, the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, doth take away from 
Jerusalem and from Judah the stay 
and the staff, the whole staff of bread, 
and tho whole stay of water, 

2 Tho mighty man, and the man of 
war, tho judge, and the prophet, and 
the prudent, and tho ancient, 

3 The cnplain of fifty, and the hon¬ 
ourable man, and the counsellor, and 
the ounDing artificer, and the elo¬ 
quent orator. 

4 And I will give children onto 
them to be their prinoos, and babes 
shall rule over them. 

5 And tbo people Bball be oppressed, 
evory one by another, and overy one 
by his neighbour ; the child shall be¬ 
have himsolf proudly against the an¬ 
cient, and the base against the hon¬ 
ourable. 

0 When a man shall take hold of 
his brother of the honBe of his father, 
and say, Tbou hast clothing, be thou 
our ruler, and lot not this ruin oome 
under thy hand; 

7 Id that day shall he swear, say¬ 
ing, I will not be a healer; for in my 
bouso there is neither bread nor 
clothing; make me not a ruler of the 
people. 

8 For Jerusalem is ruined, and Ju¬ 
dah is fallen ; because their tongues 
and their doings have been against 
tho Lord, to provoko the eyes of his 
glory. 

9 The show of their oountenanoe 
doth witness against them; and doth 
declare their sin to be even as Sodom, 
they oannot hide it. Woo unto their 
souls 1 for they have rewarded evil 
unto themselves. 

10 Say unto the righteous, that It is 
well with them ; for they shall eat the 
fruit of their doings. 

11 Woe unto the wicked! for they 
■hall perish; for the reward of their 
hands shall be upon them. 

12 And as for my people, ohildreu 
are their oppressors, and women rule 
over them. 0 my peoplo, they who 


load thee cause thee to err, and de¬ 
stroy the way of thy paths. 

13 The Lord standeth up to plead, 
and standeth to judge the people. 

14 The Lord will enter into judg¬ 
ment with the ancients of his people, 
and the princes thereof ; for ye have 
eaten up the vineyard; and the spoil 
of the poor is in your houses. 

15 Wnat mean ye? ye beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the faces 
of the poor, saith the Lord God of hosts. 

16 Moreover the Lord saith, Be¬ 
cause the daughters of Ziou are 
haughty, and walk with strelched- 
fortb ncoks and wanton eyes, walk¬ 
ing and mincing as they go, and 
making a tinkling with their feet; 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite 
with a scab the crown of the head of 
the daughters of Zion, and the Lord 
will discover their secret parts. 

18 In that day tho Lord will take 
away the bravery of tinkling orna¬ 
ments, and cauls, and round tires 
like the moon, 

19 The chains, and the bracelets, 
and the mufflers, 

20 Tho bonnets, and the ornaments 
of the legs, and the head-bands, and 
tho tablets, and the ear-rings, 

21 The rings, and nose-jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, 
and the mantles, and the wimples, 
and tho crisping pins, 

23 The glaesos, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the veils. 

24 And it Bhall oome to pass, in¬ 
stead of Bwoet smell there shall be 
stink ; and instead of a girdle a rent; 
and iDBtead of well-set hair baldness; 
and instead of a stomacher a gird¬ 
ing of Backcloth ; burning instead of 
beauty. 

25 Thy men shall fall hy the sword, 
and thy mighty in the war. 

20 And her gates shall lament and 
mourn; and she shall be desolate, 
and shall sit upon the ground. 

27 And in that day seven women 
shall take bold of one man, saying, 
We will cat our own bread, and wear 
our own apparel; only let us be 
called by tby name, to take away our 
reproach. 

CHAPTER rV. 

The glory of Zion and Jerusalem. 

N that day Bball the branch of the 
Lord be beautiful and glorious. 
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and the fruit of the earth, excellent 
and oomely to them that are escaped 
of Israel. 

2 And it shall come to pass, they 
that are left in Zion, and they that 
remain in Jerusalem, shall be called 
holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem; 

3 When the Lord shall have washed 
away the filth of the daughters of 
Zion, and shall have purged the hlood 
of Jerusalem from the midst thoreof 
by the spirit of judgment, and by the 
spirit of burning. 

4 And the Lord will create upon 
every dwelling-place of mount Zion, 
and upon her assemblies, a cloud and 
smoke by day, and the shining of a 
flaming flro by night; for upon all 
tho glory of Zion shall bo a defence. 

5 And there shall be a tabernacle 
for a shadow in the daytime from the 
heat, and for a place of refuge, aDd 
for a covert from storm and from rain. 

CHAPTER V. 

The parable of-a vineyard—Judgmailt upon 
tint—The aisiffn. 

ND then will I sing to my well- 
beloved a song of my beloved 
touohing his vineyard. My well-be¬ 
loved hath a vineyard in a very fruit¬ 
ful hill; 

2 And he fenoed it, and gathered 
out the stones thereof, and planted it 
with the choicest vine, and built a 
tower in the midst of it, and also made 
a winepress therein; and he looked 
that it should hring forth grapes, and 
it brought forth wild grapes. 

3 And now, 0 inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, and men of Judah, judge, I 
pray you, betwixt mo and my vine¬ 
yard. 

4 What oould have been done more 
to my vineyard, that I have not done 
in it? wherefore, whon I looked that 
it should bring forth grapes, it 
brought forth wild grapes. 

5 And now go to; I will tell you 
what I will do to my vinoyard; I will 
take away the hedge thoreof, and it 
shall be eaton up; and I will break 
down the wall tnercof, and it shall 
be trodden down ; 

6 And I will lay it waste; it shall 
not he pruned, nor digged; but there 
shall oome up briers and thorns; I 
will also command the clouds that 
they rain no rain upon it. 


7 For tho vineyard of the Lord of 
hostB is tho house of Israel, and the 
men of Judah his pleasant plant; and 
he looked for judgment, and behold 
oppression; for righteousness, but 
behold a cry. 

8 Woe unto them that join house to 
house, that lay field to field, till there 
can be no place, that they may be 
placed alone in the midst of the 
earth! 

9 In mine ears said the Lord of 
hosts. Of a truth many houses shall 
he desolate, and great and fair cities 
without inhabitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one bath, and the seed of ■ 
homer shall yield an ephah. 

11 Woe unto them that rise up early 
iu tbc morning, that they may follow 
strong drink; that continue until 
night, and wine inflame them! 

12 And the harp and the viol, the 
tabret and pipe, and wine, are in 
their feasts; but they regard not the 
work of the Lord, neither consider the 
operation of his hands. 

13 Therefore my people are gone 
into captivity, because they have no 
knowledge; and their honourable 
men are famished, and their multi¬ 
tude dried up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged her- 
self, and opened her month without 
measure; and their glory, and their 
multitude, and their pomp, and he 
that rcjoiceth, shall descend into it. 

15 And the mean man shall be 
brought down, and the mighty man 
shall be humbled, and the eyes of the 
lofty shall be humbled ; 

16 But the Lord of hosts shall be 
exalted in judgment, and God that 
is holy shall be sanotified iu right¬ 
eousness. 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places 
of the fat ones shall strangers eat. 

18 Woe unto them that draw in¬ 
iquity with cords of vanity, and sin 
as it were with a cart rope ; 

19 That say, Let him make speed, 
and hasten his work, that we may 
see it; and let tho counsel of the 
Holy One of Israel draw nigh and 
come, that wo may kuow it! 

20 Woe unto them that oall evil 
good, and good evil; that put dark¬ 
ness for light, and light for darkness; 



CHAPTER 

that put hitter for sweet, and sweet 
for bitter I 

21 Woe unto the wiBe in their own 
eyes, and prudent in their own sight! 

22 Woe unto the mighty to drink 
wine, and men of strength to mingle 
strong drink; 

23 Which justify the wicked for ro- 
wurd, and take away the rightoouB- 
n 099 of the righteous from him ! 

24 Therefore as the fire devourelh 
(ho stubble, and the flame conBumeth 
the chaff, so thoir root shall be &9 
rottennoss, and their blossom shall go 
upas dust; because they have cast 
away the law of the Lord of hosts, 
and despised the word of the Holy 
One of Israel. 

25 Therefore is the anger of the 
Lord kindled against his people, and 
be hath stretched forth hie hand 
against them, and hath smitten them; 
and the hills did tremble, and thoir 
carcasses were torn in the midst of 
tho streets. For all this his anger is 
not turned away, but bis hand is 
stretched out still. 

26 And he will lift up an ensign to 
the nations from far, and will hiss 
unto them from the end of the earth ; 
and, behold, they shall come with 
speed swifLly ; 

27 None shall bo weary nor etumhle 
among them ; none shall slumher nor 
sleep ; neither shall the girdle of their 
loins be loosed, nor tho latchet of 
their shoes be broken ; 

28 Whose arrows shall be sharp, and 
all thoir bows bent, and their horses’ 
hoofs shall be counted like flint, and 
their wheels like a whirlwind ; their 
roaring shall be like a lion. 

29 They shall roar like young lions; 
yea, thoy shall roar, and lay hold of 
the prey, and shall carry away safe, 
and nono shall deliver. 

30 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of the 
sea; and if they look uuto the land, 
bohold darknoes and sorrow; and the 
light it darkened in the heavens 
thereof. 

OHAITKRVI. 

A vision of the. Lord in hit glory—Promise 
to thr remnant. 

N tho year that king Uzziah died 
I saw also tho Lord sitting upon 
a throne, high and lifted up, and his 
train filled the tomplo. 
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2 Above it stood the seraphim ; each 
one had six wings; with twain he 
covered his face, and with twain he 
covered his feet, and with twain he 
did fly. 

3 And one cried unto another, and 
said, Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of 
hosts; the whole earth is full ol his 
glory. 

4 And the posts of the door mo~ed 
at the voice of him that oried, and 
tho house was filled with smoke. 

5 Then said I, Woe is mo ! for lam 
undone; because I am a man of un¬ 
clean lips, and I dwell in the midst 
of a people of unolean lips; for mine 
eyes nave seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts. 

6 Then flew one of the seraphim 
unto me, having a live coal in his 
hand, whioh he had taken with the 
tongs from off the altar; 

7 And he laid it upon my mouth, 
and said, Lo, this has touohed thy 
lips; and thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin purged. 

8 Also I heard the voice of the 
Lord, saying, Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us? Then said I, 
Here am I; send mo. 

9 And he said, Go, and tell this 
people, Hear ye indeed, bat they un¬ 
derstood not; and see ye indeed, but 
thoy perceived not. 

10 Make the heart of this people 
fat, and make their ears heavy, and 
shut their eyes; lest they see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and understand with their hearts, and 
convert, and be healed. 

tl Then Baid I, Lord, how long? 
And he said, Until tho oitieB be 
wasted without inhabitant, and the 
bouses without man, and the land be 
utterly dosolate, 

12 And the Lord have removed men 
far away, for there shall he a great 
forsaking in the midst of the land. 

13 But yet there shall he a tenth, 
aud they shall return, and shall be 
eaten ; as a toil tree, and as an oak, 
whoso substance is in them, when 
they cast thoir loaves; so the holy 
seed shall be the suhslanae thereof. 

CHAPTEn VII. 

Ahat com/orttd by Isaiah — fmmamul 
promised, 

ND it oame to pass in the days 
of Ahas the son of Jotham, the 
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ton of Uzziah, king of Judah, that 1 16 For before the ohild shall know 


Eezin the king of Syria, and Pekah 
the son of Remaliah, king of Israel, 
went up toward Jerusalem to war 
against it, but could not prevail 
against it. 

2 And it was told the house of Da- 
rid, saying, Syria is confederate with 
Ephraim. And his heart was moved, 
and the heart of his people, as the 
trees of the jood are moved with the 
wind. 

3 Then said the Lord unto Isaiah, 
Go forth now to meet Ahaz, thou, and 
Shear-jashub thy son, at the end of 
the conduit of the upper pool, in the 
highway of the fuller’B field; 

4 And say unto him, Take heed, 
and he quiet; fear not, neither be 
faint-hearted for the two tails of these 
smoking firebrands, for the fierce an¬ 
ger of Rezin with Syria, and of the 
son of Remaliah. 

5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the 
son of Remaliah, have taken evil 
counsel against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and 
vex it, and let us make a breach 
therein for us, and set a king in the 
midst of it, yea, the son of Tabcal ; 

7 Thus saith the Lord God, It shall 
not stand, neither shall itcome to pass. 

8 For the head of Syria is Damas¬ 
cus, and the head of Damascus is 
Rezin; and within three-score and 
five years shall Ephraim be broken, 
that it be not a people. 

9 And the head of Ephraim is Sa¬ 
maria, and the head of Samaria is 
Remaliah’s son. If ye will not believe, 
surely ye shall not be established. 

10 Moreover the Lord spake again 
onto Ahaz, saying, 

11 Ask thee a sign of the Lord thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, 
neither will I tempt the Lord. 

13 And he said, Hear ye now, 0 
house of David; Is it a small thing 
for you to woary men, but will ye 
weary my God also ? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign ; Behold, a virgin 
Bhall conceive, and shall bear a son, 
and shall oall his name Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, I 
that he may know to refuse the evil, 
and to ohoose the good. 


to refuse the evil, and chooBe the 
good, the land that thou abhorrest 
shall be forsaken of both her kings. 

17 The Lord shall bring upon thee, 
and upon thy people, and upon thy 
father's house, days that have not 
come, from the day that Ephraim 
departed from Judah ; even the king 
of Assyria. 

18 And it shall come to pass in tbat 
day, that the Lord shall hiss for the 
fly that is in the uttermost part cf 
Egypt, and for me bee that is in the 
land of Assyria. 

19 And they shall come, and shall 
rest all of them in the desolate valleys, 
and in the holes of the rocks, and 
upon all thorns, and upon all bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the Lord 
shave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, 
by the king of Assyria, the head, and 
the hair of the feet; and it Bhall also 
consume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a man shall nourish a young 
cow and two sheep. 

22 And it shall come to pass, foT 
the abundance of milk that they shall 
give, he shall eat butter; for butter 
and honey shall every one eat that is 
left in the land. 

23 And it Bhall come to pass in that 
day, every place shall be, where there 
were a thousand vines at a thousand 
silverlings, which shall be for briers 
and thorns. 

24 With arrows and with bows shall 
men come thither; because all the 
land shall become briers and thorns. 

25 And on all hills that shall be 
digged with the mattock, there shall 
not come thither the fear of briers 
and thorns; but it shall be for the 
sending forth of oxen, and for the 
treading of lesser cattle. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Prophecy against Israel and Judah—Fteni 

liar .spirits —Great afflictions to idolater* 
OREOVER the word of the Lord 
said unto me, Take thee a great 
roll, and write in it with a man’s peD 
concerning Mnhor-shalal-hash-baz. 

2 And I took unto me faithful wit¬ 
nesses to reoord, Uriah the priest, and 
Zechariah tho son of Jobereohi&h. 

3 And I went unto the prophetess; 
and she conceived, and bore a son. 
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CHAPTER IX 


Then said the Lord to me, Call hli 
name Maher-shalal-hash-bai. 

4 For behold, the ohild shall not 
have knowledge to ory, My father, 
and my mother, before the riches of 
Damasous and the spoil of Samaria 
shall be taken away before the king 
of Assyria. 

6 The Lord spake also unto me 
again, saying, 

6 Forasmuch as this people refuseth 
the waters of Shiloah that go softly, 
and rejoioe in Rezin and Remaliah’s 
son; 

7 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
bringeth up upon thorn the waters of 
the river, Btrong and many, even the 
king of Assyria, and all his glory; 
and he Bhall oome up over all his 
ohannels, and go over all his banks; 

6 And he shall pass through Ju- 
Ifth; he shall overflow and go over, 
he shall roach even to the neck; and 
Lhe stretching out of his wings shall 
fill the breadth of thy land, 0 Im¬ 
manuel. 

9 Associate yourselves, 0 ye people, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces; and 
give ear, all ye of far countries; gird 
yourselves, and ye shall be broken in 

ieces; gird yourselves, and ye shall 

e broken in pieces. 

10 Take oounsel together, and it 
shall come to naught; speak the 
word, and it shall not stand; for God 
is with us. 

11 For the Lord spake thus to me 
with a strong hand, and instructed 
mo that I should not walk in the way 
of this people, saying, 

12 Say ye not, A oonfodoraoy, to 
all them to whom this people shall 
say, A confederacy; neither fear ye 
their fear, nor be afraid. 

13 Sanotify the Lord of hosts him¬ 
self; and let him bo your fear, and 
lot him be your dread. 

14 And he shall bo for a sanctuary; 
tut for a stone of stumbling and for 
a took of offonoe to both the houses 
of Israel, for a gin and for a anare to 
tho inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

16 And many among them shall 
stumble, and fall, and be broken, and 
be snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind up the testimony, seal the 
law among my disciples. 

17 And I will wait upon the Lord, 
that bidclh his fnoe from the houso 


of Jacob, and I will look for him. 

18 Behold, I and the ohildren whom 
tho Lord hath given me are for signs 
and for wonders in Israel from the 
Lord of hosts, which dwolloth in 
mount Zion. 

19 And when they shall say unto 
you, Seek unto them that bavo fa¬ 
miliar spirits, and unto wizards that 
peep and that mutter; should not a 
pooplo seek unto their God ? for the 
living to hear from the dead ? 

20 To the law and to tho testimony; 
and if they speak not according to 
this word, it is because there is no 
light in them. 

21 And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bostead and hungry; and it 
shall come to pass, that when they 
shall be hungry, they shall fret them¬ 
selves, and curse their king and their 
God, and look upward. 

22 And they shall look unto thee 
earth; and behold trouble and dark¬ 
ness, dimness of anguish; and they 
shall bo driven to darkness. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Kingdom and birth of Christ — The judg¬ 
ments upon Israel . 

EVERT1IELESS the dimness 
shall not be suoh as was in her 
vexation, when at the first he lightly 
afllictod the land of Zebulun, and the 
land of Naphtali, and aftorward did 
more grievously afflict her by the way 
of tho Red sea, beyond Jordan, in 
Galilee of the nations. 

2 The people that walked in dark¬ 
ness havo eoen a great light; they 
that dwell in the land of the shadow 
of death, upon them hath the light 
shined. 

3 Thou hast multiplied the nation, 
and inoreased the joy; they joy before 
thee, aooording to the joy in harvest, 
and as men rejoioe when they divide 
the spoil. 

4 For thou hast broken the yoke 
of bis burden, and the staff of hifl 
shoulder, the rod of bis oppressor, as 
in the day of Midian. 

6 For every battle of tho warrior 
is with oonfused noise, and garments 
rolled in blood; but this shall be 
with burning and fuel of fire. 

0 For unto us n child is born, unto 
us a son is given; and tho govern¬ 
ment shall bo upon bis shoulder; 
and his Damo shall be called Won 
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derful, Counsellor, Tho mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince 
of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government 
and peace there is no end, upon the 
throDC of David, and upon his king¬ 
dom, to order it, and lo establish 
it with judgment and with justice 
from henceforth even for ever. The 
seal of the Lord of hosts will perform 
this. 

8 The Lord sent his word unto Ja- 
oob, and it bath lighted upon Israel. 

9 And all the people shall know, 
even Ephraim and the inhabitant of 
Samaria, that say in the pride and 
stoutness of heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen down, but 
we will build with hewn stones; the 
sycamores are cut down, but we will 
ohange them into cedars. 

11 Thcrcforo the Lord 6hall set up 
the adversaries of Rezin against him, 
and join his enemies together; 

12 The Syrians bofore, and the 
Philistines behind; and they shall 
devour Israol with open mouth. For 
all this his anger is not turned away, 
but hie hand is stretched out still. 

13 For tho people turneth not unto 
him that smiteth them, neither do 
they seek the Lord of hosts. 

14 Therefore the Lord will out off 
from Israel head and tail, branch and 
rush, in one day. 

15 The ancient and honourable, he 
is the bead; and the prophet that 
teochoth lies, he is the tail. 

16 For the leaders of this people 
oanse them to err; and they that are 
led of them arc destroyed. 

17 Therefore the Lord shall have 
no joy in their young men, neither 
shall have mercy on their fatherless 
and widows; for everyone of thorn 
is a hypocrite and an evil-doer, and 
every mouth epeaketh folly. For all 
this his anger is not turned away, bnt 
his hand is stretched out still. 

18 For wickedness burneth as the 
fire; it shall devour the briers and 
thorns, and shall kindle in the thick¬ 
ets of the forest, and they Bhall 
mount up like the lifting up of 
smoko. 

19 Through the wrath of the Lord 
of hosts is the land darkened, and 
the people shall be as the fuel of the 
fire; no man shall spare his brother. 


20 And he shall snatoh on the right 
hand, and be hungry; and he shall 
eat on the left hand, and they shall 
not be satisfied ; they shall cat every 
man the flesh of bis own arm ; 

21 Manassch, Ephraim; and Eph¬ 
raim, Manasseh; and they together 
shall be against Judah. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but 
his hand is stretched out still. 

CHAPTER X. 

The woe of tyrants—Assyria, shall be brAcen 
—Israel promised deliverance. 

OE unto them that deoree un¬ 
righteous decrees, and that 
write grievousness whioh they have 
prescribed; 

2 To turn aside the needy from 
judgment, aad to take away the right 
from the poor of my people, that 
widows may be their prey, and that 
they may rob the fatherless ! 

3 And what will ye do in the day 
of visitation, and in the desolation 
whioh shall come from far? to whom 
will ye flee for help ? and where will 
ye leave your glory 7 

4 Without me they shall how down 
under the prisoners, and they shall 
fall under the slain. For all this his 
anger is not turned away, hat his 
hand is stretched out still. 

5 0 Assyrian, the rod of mine 
anger, aod the staff in their hand is 
mine indignation. 

6 I will send him against a hypo- 
oritioal nation, and against the people 
of my wrath will I give him a charge, 
to take the spoil, and to take the 
prey, and to tread them down like 
the mire of the streets. 

7 Howbeit he meaneth not so, 
neither doth his heart think so; hut 
in his heart it is to destroy and cut 
off nations not a few. 

8 For he saith, Are not my princes 
altogether kings 7 

9 Is not Calno as Carohemish 7 la 
not Hamath as Arpad 7 is not Samaria 
as Damasons? 

10 As my hand hath founded the king¬ 
doms of the idols, and whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusalem 
and of Samaria; 

11 Shall I not, as I havo done unto 
Samaria and her idols, so do to Jeru¬ 
salem and to her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall oome to pass, 
that, when the Lord hath performed 
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CHAPTER XL 


hia whole work upon mount Zion and 
upon Jerusalem, I will punish the 
fruit of the stout heart of tne king of 
Assyria, and the glory of his high 
looks. 

13 For be 6aith, By the strength of 
my hand, and by my wisdom I have 
done these things; for I am prudent, 
and I have moved the borders of tho 
people, and have robbed Ihoir treas¬ 
ures, and I have put down the in¬ 
habitants like a valiant man. 

14 And my band bath found as a 
nest the riohos of the people; and as 
one gathereth eggs that are left, 
have I gathered all the earth; and 
there was none that moved tho wing, 
or oponed tne mouth, or peopod. 

15 Shall the nxo boast itself against 
him that heweth therewith? or shall 
the saw magnify itself against him 
that shaketb it? as if the rod should 
shako itself against thorn that lift it 
up, or as if tho 6tftfT should lift up 
itsolf, as if it were no wood. 

16 Therefore shall the Lord, tho 
Lord of hosts, aond among his fat 
ones leanness; and under his glory 
he shall kindlo a burning like the 
burning of a fire. 

17 And the light of Isrucl shall bo 
for a fire, and his Holy One for a 
flame; and it shall burn and devour 
bis thorns and his briers in one day; 

18 And shall consumo tho glory of 
his forest, and of his fruitful field, 
both soul and body; and they shall 
be as when a standard-bearer fainteth. 

10 And the rest of the trees of bis 
forest shall be few, that a child may 
write them. 

20 And it shall oomo to pass in that 
day, that the romnant of Israel, and 
such as are osoapod of the house of 
Jacob, shall no moro again slay upon 
him that smoto them; but shall stay 
upon tho Lord, the Holy One of 
Israel, in truth. 

21 The remnant shall return, yoa 
even tho remnant of Jaoob, unto the 
mighty Qod. 

22 For though thy pooplo Israel bo 
u h tho sard of tho sea, yet a remnant 
of them uhall return ; tho consumption 
decreed shall overflow with righteous¬ 
ness. 

23 For the Lord Qod of hosts shall 
moke a eon sump (ion, oven determined, 
In all tho land. 


24 Therefore thus smith the Lord 
God of hosts, 0 my people that dwell 
est in Zion, be not afraid of the 
Assyrian ; he shall smite thee with a 
rod, and shall lift up his staff against 
tbee, after the manner of Egypt. 

25 For yet a very little while, and 
the iudignation shall cease, and mine 
anger in their destruction. 

26 And the Lord of hosts shall stir 
up a scourge for him according to tho 
slaughter of Midian at the rock of 
Oreb; and as his rod was upon the 
sea, so shall he lift it up after '-he 
manner of Egypt. 

27 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that his burden shall be taken 
away from off thy shoulder, and his 
yoko from off thy nock, and the yoke 
shall be destroyed beoauso of the 
anointing. 

28 Ho is come to Aiath, he is passed 
to Migron; atMiohmash he hath laid 
up bis carriages ; 

29 They are gone over tho passage; 
they have taken up their lodging at 
Geba; Ramab is afraid; Gibcah of 
Saul is fled. 

30 Lift up thy voioe, 0 daughter of 
Gallim; cause it to be hoard unto 
Laish, 0 poor Anathoth. 

31 Madmenah is removed; the in¬ 
habitants of Qebim gather themselves 
to floe. 

32 As yet shall he remain at Nob 
that day; he shall shake Mb hand 
against the mount of the daughter 
of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, tho Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, shall lop the bough with terror; 
and Ibo high ones of stature shall be 
hewn down, and the haughty shall be 
humblod. 

34 And he shall out down the thiokots 
of the forest with iron, and Lebanon 
shall fall by a mighty one. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The kingdom of Chritt—Ruloratitm if 
JsraiL 

ND thore shall como forth a rod 
out of the stem of JeBse, and a 
Branch shall grow out of his roots; 

2 And the Spirit of the Lord shall 
rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom 
and understanding, tho spirit of 
oounsol and might,the spirit of know- 
lodge and of the fear of the Lord ; 

3 And shall make him of quiok 
understanding In the fear of the 
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Lord; and he shall not Judge after 
the sight of his eyes, neither reprove 
after the hearing of his ears; 

4 But with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with 
equity for the meek of the earth ; and 
ho shall smite the earth with the rod 
of his mouth, and with the breath of 
his lips Bhall he slay the wicked. 

5 And righteousness shall be the 
girdle of his loins, and faithfulness 
the girdle of his reins. 

6 The wolf also shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid; and the calf and the 
young lion and the fatling together; 
and a little ohild shall lead them. 

7 And the cow and the bear shall 
feed; their young ones shall lie 
down together; and the lion shall 
eat straw like the ox. 

8 And the Bucking child shall play 
on the hole of the asp, and the weaned 
shild shall put his hand on the 
oookatrioe' den. 

9 They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain; for the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea. 

10 And in that day there shall be 
a root of Jesse, whioh shall stand for 
an ensign of the people; to it shall 
the Gentiles seek; and his rest shall 
be glorious. 

11 And it shall oome to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall set his hand 
again the second time to recover the 
remnant of his people, which shall bo 
left, from Assyria, and from Egypt, 
and from Pathroa, and from Cush, 
and from Elam, and from Shinar, 
and from Hamath, and from the 
islands of tho sea. 

12 And he shall set up an ensign for 
the nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, and gather together 
the dispersed of Judah from the four 
oornors of tho earth. 

13 The envy also of Ephraim shall 
depart, and the adversaries of Judah 
shall be cut off; Ephraim shall not 
envy Judah, and Judah shall not vex 
Ephraim. 

14 But they shall fly upon the 
shoulders of the Philistines toward 
the west; they shall spoil them of 
the east together; they shall lay their 
hand upon Edom and Moab ; and the 


ohildren of Ammon shall obey them. 

15 And the Lord shall utterly destroy 
the tongue of the Egyptian sea; and 
with his mighty wind shall he Bhake 
his hand over the river, and shall 
smite it in the seven streams, and 
make men go over dry-shod. 

16 And thero shall be a highway for 
the remnant of his people, whioh shall 
be left from Assyria; like as it was 
to Israel in the day that he came up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

CUAPTRR XII. 

Thanksgiving far tht mrreies of God. 

A ND in that day thou shalt say, U 
Lord, I will praise thee; thongh 
thou wast angry with me, thine anger 
is turned away, and thou comfortedst 
me. 

2 Behold, God is my salvation; I 
will trust, and not be afraid; for the 
Lord JEHOVAH is my strength and 
my song; he also is become my sal¬ 
vation. 

3 Therefore with joy shall ye draw 
water out of the wells of salvation. 

4 And in that day shall ye say, 
Praise the Lord, call upon his name, 
declare his doings among the people, 
make mention that his name is ex¬ 
alted. 

5 Sing unto the Lord; for he hath 
done excellent things; this is known 
in all the earth. 

6 Cry out and shout, thou inhabit¬ 
ant of Zion; for great is the Holy One 
of Israel in the midst of thee. 
CHAPTER Xm. 

Desolation of Babylon. 

T HE burden of Babylon, whiok 
Isaiah the son of Amos did see. 

2 Lift ye up my banner upon the 
high mountain, exalt the voice ante 
them, shake the hand, that they may 
go into the gates of the nobles. 

3 I have commanded my sanctified 
ones, I have also oalled my mighty 
ones, for mine anger is not upon them 
that rejoice in my highness. 

4 The Doise of the multitnde in the 
mountains, like as of a great people; 
a tumultuous noise of the kingdoms 
of nations gathered together; the 
Lord of hosts mustoreth the hosts of 
the battle. 

5 Thoy oome from a far country, 
from the end of heaven, yea, the Lord, 
and the weapons of his indignation, 
to destroy the wholo land. 
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0 Howl ye; for the day of the Lord 
ia at hand; it shall come as a destruc¬ 
tion from the Almighty. 

7 Therefore shall all hands he faint, 
and every man’s heart shall melt; 

8 And they Bhall bo afraid; pangs 
and sorrows shall take hold of them; 
they Bhall be in pain as a woman 
that travailcth; they shall he amazed 
one at another; their faces shall be as 
flames. 

9 Behold, tbe day of the Lord 
oometh, cruel hoth with wrath and 
fierce anger, to lay the land desolate; 
and ho shall destroy the sinners 
thereof out of it. 

10 For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give 
Lhcir light; tho sun Bhall be darkened 
in his going forth, and the moon shall 
not cause her light to shine. 

11 And I will punish tho world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their 
iniquity; and I will cause the arro- 
gancy of the proud to ceuBe, and will 
lay low the haughtiness of tho terrihle. 

12 I will make a man more precious 
than fine gold; even a man than the 
golden wedge of Ophir. 

13 Therefore I will shake the hea¬ 
vens, and the earth shall remove out 
of her plaoo, in the wrath of the Lord 
of hostB, and in the day of his fieroe 
anger. 

14 And it shall he as the chased 
roe, and as a sheep that no man 
takelh up; they shall every man turn 
to his own people, and flee every one 
Into his own land. 

J6 Every one that is proud shall be 
thrust through; and everyone that 
is Joined to the wicked shall fall by 
the sword. 

16 Their ohildrcn also shall be 
dashed to pieces hoforc their eyes; 
tbeir houses shall ho spoiled, and 
their wiveB ravished. 

17 Behold, I will stir up the Modes 
against thorn, whiob shall not regard 
silver; and as for gold, they shall not 
delight in it. 

18 Their hows also shall dash the 
young men to pieoes; and they shall 
have no pity on the fruitof tho womb; 
thoir oye shall not spare ohildren. 

19 And Babylon, the glory of king¬ 
doms, the beauty of the Chaldees' 
exoollenoy, shall be as when Qod 
overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. 


20 It shall never bo inhabited, nei¬ 
ther shall it be dwelt in from gene¬ 
ration to generation; neither shall 
the Arabian pitch tent there; neither 
shall the shepherds make their fold 
there. 

21 But wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there; and their houses shall 
he full of doleful creatures; and owls 
shall dwell there, and satyrs shall 
dance there. 

22 And the wild heasts of the islands 
shall cry in their desolate houses, 
and dragonB in their pleasant pa¬ 
laces; and her time is near to come, 
and her days shall not be prolonged; 
for I shall destroy her speedily; yea, 
for I will he meroiful unto my people, 
but the wicked shall perish. 

CHAPTEH XIV. 

Restoration of Israd—Palejtina is threat’ 
aud. 

OR the Lord will have meroy on 
Jacob, and will yet ohoose Israel, 
and set them in their own land; and 
the strangers Bhall he joined with 
them, and they shall cleave to the 
houso of Jacob. 

2 And the people shall take them, 
and bring them to their place; yea, 
from far, unto tho end of the earth, 
and they shall return to their land of 
promise, and the house of Israel Bhall 
possess them in the land of the Lord 
for servants and hand-maids; and 
they shall take them oaptives, whose 
captives they were; aud thoy shall 
rule over their oppressors. 

3 And it Bhall come to pass in that 
day that the Lord ehall give thee rest 
from thy sorrow and from thy fear, 
and from the hard bondage wherein 
thou wast made to serve. 

4 And it shall come to pass in that 
day that thou shalt take up this pro¬ 
verb against the king of Bahylon, 
aDd say, How hath the oppressor 
coased ! the golden oity oeased! 

5 Tho Lord hath broken the staff 
of the wioked, the Boeptres of the 
rulers. 

6 He who smote the people in wrath 
with a continual stroke, he that ruled 
the nations in anger, is persecuted, 
and none hinderetb. 

7 The whole earth is at rost, and Is 
quiet; thoy break forth into singing, 

8 Yea, the fir treos rejoioe at thee, 
and also the oodars of Lobanon, say- 
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Ing, Since Ihou art laid down, no fell¬ 
er is come up against 
0 IIcll from beneath is moved for 
thcc lo meet thee at thy coming; 
it stirretb up the dead for thee, even 
all the chief ones of the earth; it bath 
raised up from their thrones all tho 
kings of the nations. 

10 All they shall speak and say 
unto thee, Art thou also become weak 
as we? art thou become like unto us? 

11 Thy pomp Is brought down to 
the grave, and the noise of thy viols; 
the worm ib spread under thee, and 
the worms cover thee. 

12 How art thou fallen from hea¬ 
ven, 0 Luoifcr, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the ground, 
which didst wcAkeD the nations! 

13 For thou hast said in thine heart, 
I will ascend into heaven, I will ex¬ 
alt my throne above the stars of God; 
I will sit also upon the mount of tho 
congregation, in tho sides of the 
north; 

14 I will ascend abovo the heights 
of the clouds; I will bo like tho MoBt 
High. 

15 Yet thou shalt be brought down 
to hell, to the aides of the pit. 

16 They that see thee shall narrowly 
look upon thee, and consider thee, 
and shall Bay, Is this the man that 
made the earth to tremble, that did 
shako kingdoms; 

17 And made tho world as a wilder¬ 
ness, and destroyed tho oitios there¬ 
of; and opened not tho house of his 
prisoners? 

18 All the kings of the nations, yea 
all of thorn, lie in glory, every one in 
his own honse. 

19 But thou art cast out of thy 
grave like an abominable branch, 
and the remnant of those that are 
slain, thrust through with a sword, 
that go down to the stones of the pit; 
as a carcass trodden under feet. 

20 Thou shalt not be joined with 
them in burial, beoause thou hast de¬ 
stroyed thy land, and slain thy peo- 

le; the seed of evil-doers shall nevor 
e renowned. 

21 Prepare slaughter for his chil¬ 
dren for the iniquities of their fathers; 
that they do not rise, nor possess the 
land, nor fill the faoe of the world 
with oities. 

22 For I will rise up against them, 


eaith the Lord of hosts, and out off 
Crow Babylon the name, and remnant, 
and son, and nephew, saith the Lord. 

23 I will also make it a possession 
for the bittern, and pools of water; 
and I will sweep it with the hesom of 
destruction, saith the Lord of hosts. 

24 The Lord of hosts hath sworn, 
saying, Surely as I have thought, so 
shall it come to pass; and as I hare 
purposed, so shall it stand; 

25 That I will break the Assyrian 
in my land, and upon my mountains 
tread him under foot; then shall hia 
yoke depart from off them, and his 
burden depart from off their shonl- 
ders. 

26 This is the purpose that is pur¬ 
posed upon the whole earth; and 
this is the hand that is stretched out 
upon all the nations. 

27 For the Lord of hosts hath pur¬ 
posed, and who shall disannul it ? 
and his hand is stretched oat, and 
who shall turn it back? 

2S In the year that king Ahaz died 
was this burden. 

29 Rejoice not thon, whole Pales- 
tina, because the rod of him that 
smote thee is broken; for out of the 
serpent's root shall come forth a 
cocKatrice, and his fruit shall be u 
fiery flying serpent. 

30 And the first-born of the poor 
shall feed, and the needy shall lie 
down in safety; and I will kill thy 
root with famine, and he shall slay 
thy remnant. 

31 Howl, O gate; cry, 0 city ; thou, 
whole Palcatina, art dissolved; for 
there shall come from the north • 
smoke, and none shall be alone in his 
appointed times. 

32 What shaJl then answer the mes¬ 
sengers of the nation ? That the Lord 
hath founded Zion, and the poor of 
his people shall trust in it. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The Lamentable state of Maab. 

HE burden of Moab. Because in 
tho night Ar of Moab is laid 
waste, and brought to silence; be¬ 
cause in the night Kir of Moab is 
laid waste, and brought to silence; 

2 He is gone up to Bajilh, and to 
Dibon, the high places, to weep; 
Moab shall howl over Nebo, and over 
Medoba; on all their heads shall be 
baldness, and every beard out off. 
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3 In thoir street* they shall gird 
them selves with sackcloth; on tho 
tops of their houses, and in their 
streets, every one shall howl, weep¬ 
ing abundantly. 

4 And Ueshbon shall cry, and 
Elealch ; their voice shall bo heard 
even unlo Jahut; therefore the armed 
soldiers of Moab shall cry out; hiB 
life shall be grievous unto him. 

5 My heart Bhall ory out for Moab; 
his fugitives shall flee unto Zoar, a 
heifer of Lhree years old ; for by the 
mounting up of Luhith with weeping 
shall they go it up; for in the way 
of Ilorunaim they shall raise up a 
cry of destruction. 

C For the waters of Nimrirn shall 
be desolalo; for tbe hay is withered 
away, tho grasB faileth, there is no 
green thing. 

7 Therefore the abundance they 
have gotten, and that which thoy 
have laid up, shall they carry away 
to the brook of the willowB. 

8 For the cry is gone round about 
(lie borders of Moab; tho howling 
thereof unto Eglaim, and the howliug 
thereof unto Bcerdim. 

11 For the waters of Dirnon shall be 
full of blood; for I will bring more 
upon Dirnon, lions upon him that es- 
capeth of Moab, and upon the rem¬ 
nant of the laud. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Moab if threatened. 

DENI) ye the lamh to the ruler of 
lO tho land from Sela to tho wilder¬ 
ness, unto the mount of tbe daughter 
of Zion. 

2 For it shall be, that, as a wander¬ 
ing bird oast out of the nest, so the 
daughters of Moah shall be at the 
fords of Arnon. 

3 Take counsel, excouto judgment; 
make thy shadow as the night in tho 
midst of tho noonday; hide tho out- 
oasts ; bowray not him that wandereth. 

4 Let mine outcasts dwell with thee, 
Moab ; be thou a covert to them from 
the face of the spoiler; for tho ox- 
tortioner is at an end, the spoiler 
euaseth, the oppressors are consumed 
out uf tho land. 

5 And in mercy shall the throne be 
estahlishod ; and he shall sit upon it 
in truth in the tabornaole of David, 
judging, aud socking judgmont, and 
hasting righteousness. 


6 Wo have heard of the pride of 
Moab; of his haughtiness and hii 
pride, for he is very proud; and his 
wrath, his lies, and all hi3 evil works. 

7 Therefore shall Moab howl for 
Moab, every ono shall howl; for the 
foundations of Kir-barcseth shall ye 
mourn; surely they are stricken. 

8 For the fields of Heshbon lan¬ 
guish, and tho vine of Sibmah ; the 
lords of the heathen have broken 
down the principal plants thereof, 
they are come even unto Jazor, they 
wandered through tho wilderness; 
her branches are stretched out, they 
are gone over the soa. 

9 Therefore I will bewail with the 
woeping of Jazer the vine of Sib¬ 
mah ; I will water thee with my tears, 
0 Heshbon, and Elcalch; for the 
shouting for thy surmnor fruits and 
for thy harvest is fallen. 

10 And gladness is taken away, and 
joy out of tho plentiful field; and in 
tho vineyards tnerc shall he no sing¬ 
ing, neither shall there be shooting ; 
the troaders shall tread out no wine 
in their presses; I have made their 
vintage-shouting to cease. 

11 Wherefore my bowels shall sound 
like a harp for Moab, and mine in¬ 
ward parts for Kir-haresh. 

12 And it shall come to pass, when 
it is seen that Moab is weary on the 
high pluoe, that he shall oome to bis 
sanctuary to pray; but he shall not 
prevail. 

13 This is the word that the Lord 
hath spoken concerning Moab since 
that time. 

14 But now the Lord hath spoken, 
saying, Within three years, as the 
years of a hireling, and the glory of 
Moab shall he oontemned, with all 
that great multitudo; and tho rem¬ 
nant shall be very small and feeble. 

chapter xvn. 

Syria and Israel art threatened—The woe qf 
Israel/ enemies. 

IIE burdon of Damnsons. Be¬ 
hold, Damascus is taken away 
from being a oity, and it shall be a 
ruinous heap. 

2 The oities of Aroer are forsakon ; 
they shall be for (looks, which shall 
lio down, and none shall make them 
afraid. 

3 The fortress also shall oeaso from 
Ephraim, and tho kingdom from Da- 
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masons, and the remnant of Syria; 
they shall be as tho glory of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saith tho Lord of 
hosts. 

4 And in that day it shall come to 
pass, that the glory of Jacob shall be 
made thin, and the fatness of his Qcsh 
shall wax lean. 

5 And it shall bo as when the 
harvestman gathercth the corn, and 
rcapclh the ears with his arm; and 
it shall be as he that gathereth ears 
in the valley of Rephnim. 

6 Yet gleaning grapes shall be left 
in it, as the shaking of an olive tree, 
two or three berries in the top of the 
uppermost bough, four or five in the 
outmost fruitful branches thereof, 
saith the Lord Qod or Israel. 

7 At that day shall a man look to 
his Maker, and his eyes shall have 
respect to the Holy Ono of Israel. 

8 And he 6hall not look to the 
altars, the work of his hands, neither 
shall respect that which his fingers 
have made, cither the groves, or the 
images. 

9 In that day shall his strong cities 
be as a forsaken bough, and an up¬ 
permost branch, which they left be¬ 
cause of the children of Israel; and 
there shall be desolation. 

10 Decause thou hast forgotten the 
Qod of thy salvation, and hast not 
been mindful of the Rock of thy 
strength, therefore shalt thou plant 
pleasant plants, and shalt set it with 
strange slips; 

11 In the day shalt thou make thy 
plant to grow, and in the morning 
shalt thou make thy seed to flourish; 
but the harvest shall be a heap in the 
day of grief and of desperate sorrow. 

12 Woe to the multitude of many 
people, which make a noise like the 
noise of tho seas; and to the rushing 
of nations, that make a rushing like 
tho rushing of mighty waters! 

13 The nnlioDs Bhall rush like the 
rushing of many waters; but Qod 
shall rebuke them, and they shall flee 
far off, and shall be chased as the 
chaff of the mountains before the 
wind, and like a rolling thing hefore 
the whirlwind, 

14 And behold at evening-tide trou¬ 
ble ; and before the morning he is not. 
This iB tho portion of them that spoil 
ub, and tho lot of them that roh us. 


CHAPTER XVm. 

The ensign. 

W OE to the land shadowing with 
wings, which is beyond the 
rivers of Ethiopia; 

2 That eendeth ambassadors by the 
sea, even in vessels of bulrushes upon 
the waters, saying, Go, ye swirt mes¬ 
sengers, to a nation scattered and 
eeled, to a people terrible from their 
eginning hitherto; a nation meted 
out and trodden down, whose land 
the rivers have spoiled! 

3 All ye inhabitants of the world 
and dwellers on the earth, see ye, 
when he lifteth up an ensign on the 
mountains; and when he bloweth a 
trumpet, hear ye. 

4 For so the Lord said nnto me, I 
will take my rest, and I will aonsider 
in my dwelling-place like a clear heat 
upon herbs, and like a cloud of dew 
in the heat of harvest. 

5 For afore the harvest, when the 
bud is perfect, and the Bour grape is 
ripening in the flower, he shall both 
out off the sprigs with pruning-hooks, 
and take away and oat down the 
branches. 

6 They Bhall be left together onto 
the fowls of the mountains, and to 
the beasts of the earth ; and the fowls 
shall Bnmmer upon them, and all the 
beasts of the earth Bhall winter upon 
them. 

7 In that time shall the present be 
brought unto the Lord of hosts of a 
people scattered and peeled, and from 
a people terrible from their heginning 
hitherto; a nation meted ont and 
trodden nnder foot, whose land the 
rivers have spoiled, to the place of 
the name of the Lord of hosts, the 
monnt Zion. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The confusion of Egypt—The calling of 
Fgyjit—The covenant of Egypt, Awyria, 
and Israel. 

HE burden of Egypt. Behold, 
the Lord rideth upon a swift 
cloud, and shall oome into Egypt; 
and the idols oT Egypt shall be 
moved at his presonce, and the heart 
of Egypt shall melt in the midst 
of it. 

2 And I will Bet the Egyptians 
against the Egyptians; and they 
shall fight every one against his 
brother, and every one against hii 
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neighbour; olty against oity, and 
kingdom against kingdom. 

3 And the spirit of Egypt shall fail 
in Iho midst thereof; and I will de¬ 
stroy tho oounsel thereof; and they 
shall seek to the idols, and to the 
obarmors, and to them that have 
familiar spirits, and to the wizards. 

4 And the Egyptians will I give over 
into the band of a oruel lord; and a 
fierce king Bhnll rule over them, saith 
the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

5 And the waters shall fail from the 
sea, and tho river Bhnll he wasted 
and dried up. 

6 And thoy shall turn tho rivers far 
away ; and the brooke of defence shall 
be emptied and dried up ; the reeds 
and flags shall wither. 

7 Tho paper reeds by the brooks, 
by tho mouth of tho brooks, and every 
thing sown by the brooks, shall wither, 
be driven away, and ho no more. 

8 The fishers also shall mourn, and 
all they that cast angle into tho 
brooks shall lament, and they that 
spread nets upon I he waters shall 
languish. 

9 Moreover they that work in fine 
flax, and they that weave net-works, 
shall be confounded. 

10 And they shall be broken in the 
purposes thereof, all that make sluioes 
and pondB for fish. 

11 Surely the prinoes of Zoan are 
fools, the counsel of the wise counsel¬ 
lors of Pharaoh is become brutish; 
how say ye unto Pharaoh, I am the son 
of the wise, the son of ancient kings? 

12 Where are they? whore are thy 
wise men ? and let thorn tell thee now, 
and lot thorn know what the Lord of 
hosts hath purposed upon Egypt. 

13 The princos of Zoan are become 
fools, the prinoes of Noph are de¬ 
ceived ; they have also seduced Egypt, 
even thoy that are the stay of tne 
tribes thereof. 

14 The Lord hath mingled a per¬ 
verse spirit in the midst thereof; and 
they have oausod Egypt to err in 
every work thoroof, as a drunken 
man staggoroth in his vomit. 

16 Neither shall there be any work 
tor Egypt, which the hoad or tail, 
branch or rush, may do. 

16 In that day shall Egypt be like 
unto women ; and it shall be afraid 
and fear beoauso of the shaking of 


the hand of the Lord of hosts, which 
he shaketh over it. 

17 And the land of Juduh shall 
be a terror unto Egypt, every one 
that rnaketh mention thereof shall be 
afraid in himself, bccauBO of the 
counsel of tho Lord of hosts, which 
he hath determined against It. 

18 In that day shall five cities 
in the land of Egypt speak the lan- 
gunge of Canaan, and swear to the 
Lord of hosts; one shall be called, 
The city of destruction. 

19 In that day shall there be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst of the 
land of Egypt, and a pillar at the 
border thereof to tho Lord. 

20 And it shall be for a sign and 
for a witness unto the Lord of hosts 
in tho land of Egypt; for they Bhall 
ory unto the Lord because of tho op¬ 
pressors, and he shall send them a 
saviour, and a great one, and he shall 
deliver them. 

21 And the Lord shall be known to 
Egypt,and the Egyptians shall know 
the Lord in that day, and shall do 
sacrifice and oblation ; yea, they shall 
vow a vow unto the Lord, and per¬ 
form it. 

22 And the Lord shall smite Egypt; 
he Rhall smite and heal it; and they 
shall return even to the Lord, and he 
shall bo entreated of them, and shall 
heal thorn. 

23 In that day shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria, 
and the Assyrian shall coma into 
Egypt, and the Egyptian into As¬ 
syria, and the Egyptians shall serve 
with tho Assyrians. 

24 In that day Bhall Israel bo the 
third with Egypt and with Assyria, 
even a bloBsing in the midst of the 
land ; 

25 Whom the Lord of hosts shall 
bless, aaying, Blessed be Egypt my 
pcoplo, and Assyria the work of my 
hands, and Israel mine inheritance. 

CHAPTER XX. 

A type of the captivity of Egypt and Ethiopia. 
N tho year that Tartan came unto 
ARhdod, (when Sargon the king 
of Assyria Bent him,) and fought 
againBt Ashdod, and took it; 

2 At the same time spake the Lord 
by Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying, 
Qo and loose the Backcloth from off 
thy loins, and put off thy Bhoe from 
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thy foot. And he did so, walking 
naked and barefoot. 

3 And the Lord said, Like as my 
servant Isaiah hath walked naked 
and barefoot three years for a sign 
and wender upon Egypt and upon 
Ethiopia ; 

4 So shall the king of Assyria lead 
away the Egyptians prisoners, and 
the Ethiopians captives, young and 
old, naked and harefoot, even with 
tbeir buttocks uncovered, to the 
shame of Egypt. 

5 And thoy shall be afraid and 
ashamed of Ethiopia their expecta¬ 
tion, and of Egypt their glory. 

6 And the inhabitant of this isle 
shall say in that day, Behold, such 
is our expectation, whither we flee 
for help to be delivered from the king 
of Assyria; and how shall we escape? 

CHAPTER XXI. 

The prophet teeth in a visum the faU of Ba¬ 
bylon by the Medts and Persians—The set 
time of Arabia’s calamity. 

T HE burden of tbe desert of the 
sea. As whirlwinds in the south 
pass through ; so it cometh from the 
desert, from the terrible land. 

2 A grievous vision is declared unto 
me; The treaoherous dealer dealetb 
treaoherously, and the spoiler spoil- 
eth. Go up, 0“Elam; besiege, 0 
Media; all the sighing thereof have 
I made to cease. 

3 Therefore aro my loins filled with 
pain; pangs have taken hold upon 
me, as the pangs of a woman that 
travaileth ; I was bowed down at the 
hearing of it; I was dismayed at the 
seeing of it. 

4 My heart panted, fearful ness 
affrighted me; the night of my 
pleasure hath he turned into fear 
unto me. 

5 Prepare the table, watoh in tho 
watch-tower, eat, drink; arise, ye 
prinoes, and anoint tho shield. 

6 For thus hath the Lord said unto 
me, Go, set a watchman, let him de¬ 
clare what he seeth. 

7 And he saw a chariot with a ooti- 
ple of horsemen, a ohariot of asses, 
and a ohariot of oamels; and he 
hearkened diligently with muoh heed; 
8 And he cried, A lion; My lord, I 
stand continually upon the watch- 
tower in the daytime, and I am set 
Id my ward whole nights; 


9 And, behold, hero cometh a chariot 
of men, with a couple of horsemen. 
And he answered and said, Babylon 
is fallen, is fallen ; and all the gra¬ 
ven images of her gods he bath bro¬ 
ken unto the ground. 

10 0 my threshing, and the corn of 
my floor ; that which I have heard of 
the Lord of boats, the God of Israel, 
have I declared unto you. 

11 The burden of Dumah. lie 
calleth to me out of Seir, Watchman, 
what of the night? Watchman, what 
of the night? 

12 The watchman said, The morn¬ 
ing cometh, and also the night; if 
ye will inquire, inquire ye; return, 
oome. 

13 The burden upon Arabia. In the 
forest in Arabia 6hall ye lodge, 0 ye 
travelling companies of Dedanim. 

14 The inhabitants of the land of 
Tema brought water to him that was 
thirsty, they prevented with their 
bread him that fled. 

15 For they fled from tbe swords, 
from the drawn sword, and from the 
bent bow, and from the grievousness 
of war. 

16 For thus hath the Lord said onto 
me, Within a year, according to the 
years of a hireling, and all the glory 
of Kedar shall fail; 

17 And the residue of the number 
of archors, the mighty men of the 
ohildren of Kedar, shall be diminish¬ 
ed ; for the Lord God of Israel hath 
spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

The invasion of Jcurry by the Persians—He 
prophesieili Shebna't deprivation. 

IIE burden of the valley of vision. 
What aileth thee now, that thoa 
art wholly gone up to the housetops ? 

2 Thou that Art full of stirs, a tu¬ 
multuous city, a joyous city; tby 
Blaiu men are not slain with the 
sword, uor dead in battle. 

3 All thy rulers are fled together, 
they aro bound by the archers; all 
that are found in thee are bound to¬ 
gether, which have fled from far. 

4 Therefore said I, Look away from 
me ; I will weep bitterly, labonr not 
to comfort me, because of the spoiling 
of the daughter of my people. 

5 For it is a day of trouble, and of 
treading down, and of perplexity by 
the Lord God of hosts in the valley 
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of risioii, breaking down the walls, 
And of erring to the mountains. 

0 And Elam bare the quiver with 
chariots of men and horsemen, and 
Kir uncovered the shield. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that 
thy choicest valleys shall he full of 
chariots, and the horsemen shall set 
themselves in array at the gale. 

8 Aud he discovered the covering 
of Judah, and thou didst look in that 
day to the armour of the house of 
the forest. 

9 Ye havosoen also the breaches of 
the city of David, that they are 
many ; and ye gathered together tho 
waters of the lower pool. 

10 And ye have numbered tho houses 
of Jerusalem, aDd the bouses have yo 
broken down to fortify the wall. 

11 Yc made also a ditch between 
the two walls for the water of tho old 
pool ; but ye taavo not looked unto the 
maker thereof, neither had respect 
unto him that fashioned it long 
ago. 

12 And in that Jay did the Lord 
God of hosls call to weeping, and to 
mourning, and to baldness, and to 
girding with sackcloth ; 

13 And behold joy and gladness, 
slaying oxen, and killing sheep, eat¬ 
ing flesh, and drinking wine; let us 
eat and drink; for to-morrow wo 
shall die. 

14 And it was revealed in mine ears 
by the Lord of hosts, Surely this 
iniquity shall noL be purged from you 
till ye die, saith the Lord God of 
hosts. 

15 Thus saith the Lord God of hosts, 
Go, get thee unto this treasurer, even 
unto Sbcbna, which is over the house, 
and say, 

10 What hast thou here, and whom 
hast thou here, that thou hast hewed 
thoo out a sepulohre here, as be that 
bewolh him out a sepulohre on high, 
and that graveth a habitation for 
himself in a rook ? 

17 Behold, the Lord will carry thee 
away with a mighty captivity, and 
will surely cover thoo. 

18 lie will surely violently turn and 
toss thee like a ball into a large 
country; thore sbalt thou die, and 
thero the chariots of thy glory shall 
be the Bhame of thy lord’s house. 

19 And I will drivo thee from tliy 


station, and from thy state shall he 
pull thee down. 

20 And it shall como to pass in that 
day, that I will call my servant Elia- 
kim the son of Hilkiah; 

21 And I will clothe him with thy 
robe, and strengthen him with thy 
girdle, and I will commit thy gov¬ 
ernment into his hand; and he shall 
be a father to the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, and to the house of Judah. 

22 And the key of the house of 
David will I lay upon his shoulder; 
so he shall open, and none shall shut; 
and he shall shut, and none shall open. 

23 And I will fasten him as a nail 
in a sure place; and he shall bo for a 
glorious throne to his father’s bouse. 

24 And they shall hang upon him 
all the glory of his father’s house, 
the offspring and the issue, all vessels 
of small quantity, from the vessels of 
cups, even to all the vessels of flagons. 

25 In that day, sailh the Lord of 
hosts, shall the nail that is fastened 
in the suro place bo removed, and he 
cut down, and fall; and the burden 
that was upon it shall be out off; for 
the Lord hath spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

The miserable overthrow of Tyre. 

HE burden of Tyre. Howl, ye 
ships of Tarshish; for it is laid 
waste, so that there is no honse, no 
entoring in; from the land of Chit- 
tim it is revealed to them. 

2 Be still, ye inhabitants of the isle; 
thou whom the merohants of Zidon, 
that pass over the sea, havo replen¬ 
ished. 

3 And by great waters the seed of 
Sihor, the harvost of the river, is her 
revenue; and she is a mart of nations. 

4 Be thou aBhained, 0 Zidon; for 
the sea hath spoken,even tho strength 
of tho Boa, saying, I travail not, nor 
briDg forth ohildren, neither do I 
nourish up young men, nor bring up 
virgins. 

5 As at the report concerning Egypt, 
so shall they be sorely pained at toe 
report of Tyre. 

fl Pass ye over to Tarshish; howl, 
ye inhabitants of the isle. 

7 Ib this your joyous olty, whose 
antiquity is of anoiont days? her 
own feet shall carry her afar off to 
sojourn. 

8 Who hath taken this counsel 
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against Tyre, the crowning city, 
whose merchants arc princes, whose 
traffickers arc the honourable of tho 
earth ? 

9 The Lord of hosts hath purposed 
it, to stain the pride of all glory, and 
to hring into contempt all the hon¬ 
ourable of the earth. 

10 P&bb through thy land as a 
river, 0 daughter of Tarshish; there 
is no more strength in thee. 

1.1 He stretched out his hand over 
the Bea, he shook the kingdoms ; the 
Lord hath given a commandment 
against the merchant city, to destroy 
the strong holds thereof. 

12 And he said, Thon shalt no 
more rejoice, 0 thou oppressed vir¬ 
gin, daughter of Zidon; arise, pass 
over to Chittim ; there also shalt thou 
have no rest. 

13 Behold the land of the Chal- 
deans; this people was not, till the 
Assyrian founded it for them that 
dwell in the wilderness; they set up 
the towers thereof, they raised up tho 
palaces thereof; and ho hrought it to 
ruin. 

14 Howl, ye ships of Tarshish; for 
your strength is laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that Tyro shall ho forgotten 
seventy years, according to the dayB 
of one king ; after the end of seventy 
years shall Tyre sing as n harlot. 

16 Take a harp, go about the city, 
thon harlot that hast been forgotten ; 
make sweet melody, sing many songs, 
that thou mayest be remembered. 

17 And it shall come to pass after 
the end of seventy years, that the 
Lord will visit Tyre, and she shall 
turn to her hire, and shall commit 
fornication with all the kingdoms of 
the world upon the face of the 
earth. 

10 And her merchandise and her 
hire Bhall be holiness to the Lord ; 
it Bhall not be treasured nor laid up; 
for her merchandise shall be for 
them that dwell before the Lord, 
to eat sufficiently, and for durable 
clothing. 

CHAPTER XIIY. 

The judgment* of God upon the earth—A 

•vmnant shall praise Aim —Chris ft reign, 

B EHOLD, tho Lord maketh the 
earth empty, and maketh it 
waste, and turaelh it upside down, 


and soatterelh ahroad the inhabitants 
thoreof. 

2 And it shall be, as with the peo¬ 
ple, so with the priest; as with the 
servant, su with hia master; as with 
the maid, so with her mistress; as 
with the buyer, so with the seller; 
as with the lender, so with the bor¬ 
rower; as with the taker of usury, 
so with the giver of usury to him. 

3 The land shall he utterely emptied, 
and utterly spoiled; for the Lori 
hath Epoken this word. 

4 The earth mourneth and faded 
away, the world languished and 
faded away, the haughty people of 
the earth do languish. 

5 The earth also is defiled under 
the inhabitants thereof; hecause they 
have transgressed the laws, changed 
the ordinance, hroken the everlasting 
covenant. 

6 Therefore hath the curse devoured 
the earth, and they that dwell therein 
aredesolate; therefore the inhabitants 
of the earth are bnrned, and few men 
left. 

7 The new wine mourneth, the vine 
languished, all the merry-hearted do 
sigh. 

0 The mirth of tabrets ceaseth, the 
noise of them that rejoice ended, 
the joy of the harp ceaseth. 

9 They shall not drink wine with a 
song; strong drink shall be bitter to 
them that drink it. 

10 The city of oonfusion is hroken 
dowu ; every house is shut up, that 
no man may come in. 

11 There is a crying for wine in the 
streets; all joy is darkened, the mirth 
of the land is gone. 

12 In the city iB left desolation, and 
the gate is smitten with destruction. 

13 When thus it shall be in the 
midst of the land among the people, 
there shall be as the shaking of an 
olive tree, and as the gleaning grapes 
when the vintage is dono. 

14 They Bhall lift up their voice, 
they shall sing for the majesty of the 
Lord, they shall ory aloud from the 
Bea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Lord in 
tho fires, even the name of the Lord 
God of Israel in the isles of the sea. 

16 From the uttermost part of the 
earth have we heard soDgs, even 
glory to the righteous. But I laid* 
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My leanness, my leanness, woe onto 
me! the treaoheroua dealers have 
dealt treaoherously; yen, the treach¬ 
erous dealers have dwelt very treach¬ 
erously. 

17 Foar, and the pit, and the snare, 
are upon thee, 0 inhabitant of the 
earth. 

18 And it shall oome to pass, that 
ho who floeth from the noise of the 
foar shall fall into tho pit; and he 
that oometh up out of the midst of 
the pit shall be taken in the snare; 
for the windows from on high are 
open, and the foundations of the 
earth do shake. 

19 The earth is utterly hroken down, 
the earth is clean dissolved, the earth 
is moved exceedingly. 

20 The earth shall reel to and fro 
like a drunkard, and shall be removed 
like a cottage ; and the transgression 
thereof shall be heavy upon it; and 
it shall fall, and not rise again. 

21 And it shall oome to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall punish the 
host of the high ones that are on 
high, and the kings of tho earth upon 
tho oarth. 

22 And they shall be gathered to¬ 
gether, as prisoners are gathered id 
the pit, and Bhall be shut up in the 
prison, and after many days Bhall 
they be visited. 

23 Then the moon shall be con¬ 
founded, and the sun ashamed, when 
the Lord of hosts shall reign in mount 
Zion and in Jerusalem, and before 
his ancients gloriously. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

The prophet praiteth Ood far hit salvation. 
LORD, thou art my God; I will 
exalt thee, I will praise thy 
name; for thou hast done wonderful 
things ; thy oounRols of old are faith¬ 
fulness and truth. 

2 For thou hast made of a oity a 
heap; of a defenoed city a ruin ; a 
palace of strangers to bo no city ; it 
shall never be built. 

3 Therefore shall the strong people 
glorify thee, the oity of the terriole 
nations shall fear thee. 

4 For thou hast been a strength to 
the poor, a strength to the needy in 
his distress, a refugo from the storm, 
a shadow from tho heat, when the 
blast of the terrible ones iB as a storm 
against the wall. 


5 Thon shalt bring down the noise 
of strangers, as the heat in a dry 
place; even the heat with the Bhadow 
of a cloud ; the branch of the terrible 
ones shall be brought low. 

6 And in this mountain shall the 
Lord of hosts make nnto all peoplo a 
feast of fat things a feast of wines 
on the lees, of fat things full of mar¬ 
row, of wines on the lees well refined. 

7 And he will destroy in this moun¬ 
tain the face of the covering cast 
over all people, and tho veil that is 
spread over alt nations. 

8 Ho will swallow up death in vic¬ 
tory ; and the Lord God will wipe 
away tears from off all faces; and 
tho rebuke of his people shall he take 
away from off all the earth; for the 
Lord hath spoken it. 

9 And it shall be said in that day, 
Lo, this is our God; we have waitod 
for him, and he will save ns; this is 
the Lord ; we have waited for him, 
we will be glad and rejoioe in his 
salvation. 

10 For iu this mountain shall the 
hand of the Lord rest, and Moab 
Bhall he trodden down under him, 
even as straw is trodden down for 
the dunghill. 

11 And he shall spread forth his 
hands in the midst of them, as he 
that swirometh epreadeth forth his 
hands to swim; and he shall bring 
down thoir pride together with the 
spoils of Iheir hands. 

12 And the fortress of the high fort 
of thy walls shall he bring down, lay 
low, and bring to the ground, even 
to the dust. 

CII AFTER XXVI. 

An exhortation to trait on Ood. 

X that day shall this Bong bo sung 
in the land of Judah ; We have a 
strong oity; salvation will God 
appoint for walls and bulwarks. 

2 Open ye the gates, that the right¬ 
eous nation whioh keepetb the truth 
may enter in. 

3 Thou wilt keep him in perfeot 

eaco, whose mind is stayed on thee; 

ocause he trueteth in thoe. 

4 Trust ye iu the Lord for ever; for 
in the Lord JEHOVAH is everlasting 
strength. 

6 For he brlngeth down them thnt 
dwell on high; the lofty oity he 
layeth it low; he layeth It low, even 
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to the ground; he briugeth It even 
to the duet. 

0 The foot shall tread it down, even 
the feet of the poor, and the steps of 
the needy. 

7 The way of the just is upright¬ 
ness ; thon, most upright, dost weigh 
the path of the just. 

8 Yea, in the way of thy judgments, 
0 Lord, have we waited for thee; the 
desire of our soul is to thy name, and 
to tbe remembrance of thee. 

9 With my soul have I desired thee 
in the night; yea, with my spirit 
within me will I seek thee early; for 
when tby judgments are in the earth, 
the inhabitants of tho world will learn 
righteousness. 

10 Let favour be showed to the 
wicked, yet will be not learn right¬ 
eousness; in the land of uprightness 
will he deal unjustly, and will not 
behold tho majesty of the Lord. 

11 Lord, when thy hand is lifted up, 
they will not see; but they shall see, 
and be ashamed for their envy at the 
people; yea, the fire of thine enemies 
shall devour them. 

12 Lord, thou wilt ordain peace for 
us; for thou also hast wrought all 
our works in us. 

13 0 Lord our God, other lords 
besides thee have hod dominion over 
us; but by thee only will we make 
mention of thy name. 

14 They are dead, they shall Dot 
live; they are deceased, they shall 
not rise; therefore hast thou visited 
and destroyed them, and made all 
their memory to perish. 

15 Thou hast increased the nation, 
0 Lord, thou hast increased tbo 
nation ; thou art glorified ; thou hadst 
removed it far unto all the ends of 
the earth. 

10 Lord, in trouble have they visited 
thee ; they poured out a prayer when 
thy chastening was upon them. 

17 Like as a woman with child, that 
draweth near the time of her delivery, 
is in pain, and orieth out in her 

angs ; so have we been in thy sight, 
Lord. 

18 We have been with ohild, we 
have been in pain, we have a9 it were 
brought forth wind; we have not 
wrought any deliveranoe in the earth ; 
neither have the inhabitants of the 
world fallen. 


19 Thy dead men shall live, together 
with my dead body shall they arise. 
Awake and sing, ye that dwell in 
dust; for thy dew U as the dew of 
herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead. 

20 Come, my people, enter thou into 
tby chambers, and shut thy doors 
about thee; hide thyself as it were 
for a little moment, until the indigna¬ 
tion be overpast. 

21 For, behold, the Lord comelh out 
of his place to punish the inhabitant 
of the earth for their iniauity ; the 
e&rlh also shall disclose herblood, and 
shall no more cover her slain. 

C1IAPTER XXVII. 

The cart of God for hif vineyard. 

N that day the Lord with his sore 
and great and strong sword shall 
punish leviathan the piercing serpent, 
even leviathan that crooked serpent; 
and he shall slay the dragon that i9 id 
the sea. 

2 In that day sing ye anto her, A 
vineyard of red wine. 

3 I the Lord do keep it; I will water 
it every moment; lest any hurt it, I 
will keep it night and day. 

4 Fury is not in me; who wonld set 
the briers and thorns against me in 
battle; I would go through them, I 
would burn them together. 

5 Or let him take hold of my 
strength, that he may make peace 
with me ; and he shall makepeace 
with me. 

6 He shall cause them that come of 
Jacob to take root; Israel shall 
blossom and bud, and fill the face of 
the world with fruit. 

7 Hath be smitten him, as be tmote 
those that emote him ? or is he slain 
according to tbe slaughter of them 
that are Blain by him ? 

8 In measure, when it shooteth 
forth, tbou wilt debate with it; he 
stayetb bis rough wind in the day of 
the east wind. 

9 By this therefore shall the iniquity 
of Jaoob be purged; and this is all 
tho fruit to take away bis sin ; when 
be maketh all the stones of the alisr 
as chalk-stones that are beaten id 
sunder, the groves and images shall 
not stand Qp. 

10 Yet the defenced oity shall bo 
desolate, and the habitation forsaken, 
and left like a wilderness ; there shall 
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the oolf feed, and there shall he lie 
down, and consume the branches 
thereof. 

11 When the boughs thereof are 
withered, they shall ho broken off; 
the women oome, and set them on fire; 
for il is a people of no understand¬ 
ing ; therefore ne that made them will 
not have mercy on them, and be that 
formed them will show them no favour. 

12 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall heat off from 
the charnel of the river unto the 
stream of Egypt, end ye shall be 
gathered one by one, 0 ye children 
of Israel. 

13 ADd il shall come to pass in that 
day, that the great trumpet shall be 
blown, and they shall come which 
were ready to perish in the land of 
Assyria, and the outcasts in the land 
of Egypt, and Bhall worship the Lord 
in the holy mount at Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

The prophet threat meth Ephraim—Chritt 
the sure foundation promised. 

OE to the crown of prido, to the 
drunkards of Ephraim, whoso 
glorious beauty is a fading flower, 
which arc on the hoad of the fat val¬ 
leys of them that are overcome with 
wino! 

2 Behold, the Lord hath a mighty 
and strong one, which as a tempest 
of hail and a destroying storm, as a 
flood of mighty waters overflowing, 
shall oast down to the earth with the 
hand. 

3 The orown of pride, the drunkards 
of Ephraim, shall be trodden under 
feet; 

4 And the glorious beauty, which is 
on the head of the fat valley, shall 
be a fading flower, and as the hasty 
fruit before the summer; which when 
he that looketh upon it seeth, while 
It ii yet iu his hand he cateth it up. 

5 In that day shall the Lord of 
hosts be for a orown of glory, and for 
a diadem of beauty onto the residue 
of his people, 

0 And for a spirit of judgment to 
him thAt sitteth in judgment, And for 
strength to thorn that turn the battle 
to the gate. 

7 But they also have erred through 
wine, and through strong drink are 
out of the way; the priest and the 
prophet have erred through strong 


drink, they are swallowed up of wine, 
they are out of the way through 
strong drink; they err in vision, they 
stumble in jndgment. 

8 For all tahles are full of vomit and 
filthiness, so that there is no place 
olean. 

9 Whom shall he teach knowledge? 
and whom shall he make to under¬ 
stand doctrine ? them that are weaned 
from the milk, and drawn from the 
breasts. 

10 For precept must be upon pre¬ 
cept, precept upon preoept; line upon 
line, line upon line; hero a little, and 
there a little; 

11 For with stammering lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this 
people. 

12 To whom he said, This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary 
to rest; and this is the refreshing; 
yet they would not hear. 

13 But the word of the Lord was 
unto them precept upon precept, pre¬ 
cept upon precept; line upon line, 
line upon line; hero a little, and 
there a little; that they might go, 
and fall backward, and be broken, 
and snared, and taken. 

14 Wherefore hear the word of the 
Lord, yo soornful men, that rule this 
people which is in Jerusalem. 

15 Because ye have said, We have 
made a covenant with death, and 
with hell arc we at agreement; when 
the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, it shall not oome unto us; 
for we have made lies our refuge, 
and under falsehood have we hid onr- 
sclves; 

10 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation a stone, a tried stone, a 
prociou? corner Btone, a Bure founda- 
t ion ; he that bclieveth Bhall not make 
haste. 

17 Judgment also will I lay to the 
line, and righteousness to the plum¬ 
met; and the hail shall sweep away 
the refugo of lies, and the waters 
shall overflow the hiding-place. 

18 And yonr covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree¬ 
ment with hell shall not stand; wheD 
the overflowing soourge shall pass 
through, then ye shall be troadeu 
down by it. 

IB From the time that it goeth forth 
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it shall take 70 a; for morning by 
morning shall it pass over, by day 
and by night; and it shall be a vexa¬ 
tion only to understand the report. 

20 For the bed is shorter than that 
a man can stretoh himself on it; and 
the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it. 

21 For tho Lord shall rise np as in 
mount Perazim, ho Bhall be wroth as 
in the valley of Gibcon, that he may 
do his work, his strange work; and 
bring to pass his act, his Btrango act. 

22 Now therefore be yo not mockers, 
lest your bands be made strong; for 
I have heard from the Lord God of 
hosts a consumption, even determined 
upon the whole earth. 

23 Givo ye ear, and bear my voice; 
hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the ploughman plough all 
day to sow? doth he open and break 
the clods of his ground? 

25 When he hath made plain the 
faoe thereof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in the principal wheat and 
the appointed barley and the rye in 
their place? 

20 For his God doth instruct him to 
discretion, and doth teach him. 

27 For the fitches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, neither 
is a cart wheel turned abont upon the 
oummin; but the fitches are beaten 
out with a Btaff, and the cummin with 
a rod. 

28 Bread oorn is bruised; hecauSe 
he will not ever be threshing it, nor 
break it with tho wheel of his cart, 
nor bruise it with his horsemen. 

26 This also cometh forth from the 
Lord of hosts, which is wonderful in 
counsel, and excellent in working. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

(Totft judgment upon Jerusalem—The sealed 
book. 

W OE to Ariel, to Ariel, the oity 
where David dwelt! add ye 
year to year; let them kill saorificos. 
2 Yet I will distress Ariel, and there 
shall be hcavinoss and sorrow; for 
thus bath the Lord said unto me, It 
shall be unto Ariel; 

3 That I the Lord will oamp against 
hor round about, and will lay siege 
against her with a mount, and I will 
raise forts against her. 

4 And sho shall be brought down, 


and shall speak out of the ground, 
and her speeah shall be low out of tho 
dust; and her voice shall be as of 
one that hath a familiar spirit, out of 
tbe ground, and her speech shall 
whisper out of the dust. 

6 Moreover the multitude of her 
strangers shall be like small dust, 
and tho multitude of the terrible one* 
shall be as chaff that paesetb away; 
yea, it shall be at an instant suddenly. 

6 For they shall be visited of the 
Lord of hosts with thunder, anil with 
earthquake, and great noise, with 
storm and tempest, and the flame of 
devouring fire. 

7 And the multitude of all the na 
tions that fight against Ariel, even all 
that fight against her and her muni 
tion, and that distress her, shall be ai 
a dream of a night vision. 

8 Yea, it shall be unto them eveu 
as unto a hungry man who dreameth, 
and behold, he coteth, but he awak- 
eth and his soul is empty; or like 
unto a thirsty man who dreameth. 
and behold, he drinketh, but he 
awaketh, and behold, be is faint, and 
his sonl hath appetite. Yea, even so 
shall the multitude of all the nations 
be that fight against mount Zion. 

9 For, behold, all ye that do iniqui 
ty, stay yourselves, and wonder; for 
ye shall cry out, and cry; yea, yo 
shall be drunken, but not with wine; 
ye shall stagger, but not with strong 
drink. 

10 For, behold, the Lord hath poured 
out upon you the spirit of deep sleep. 
For, behold, ye have closed your eyes, 
and ye havo rejected the prophet*, 
and your rulers; and the seers hath 
he covered because of your iniquities 

11 And it shall oomo to pass, thnl 
the Lord God shall bring forth unto 
you the words of a book; and they 
shall be the words of them whioli 
have slumbered. 

12 And behold, the book shod! b« 
sealed; and in the book shall be • 
revelation from God, from the begin 
ning of the world to the ending there 
of. 

13 Wherefore heoause of the thing* 
which are sealed up, the things which 
aro scaled shall Dot be delivered in 
the day of the wickedness and abomi 
nations of the people. Wherefore, 
the book shall be kept from them. 
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14 But the book shall be delivered 
unto a man, and ho shall deliver the 
words of the book, which are the 
words of those who have slumbered 
in the dust; and ho shall deliver these 
words unto another, but the words 
that are scaled bo shall not deliver, 
□ either shall be deliver tho book. 

15 For (be book shall bo sealed by 
tho power of God, and tho revelation 
which was scaled shall be kept in the 
book until the own due time of the 
Lord, that they may como forth ; for, 
behold, thoy reveal all things from 
tho foundation of the world unto tbe 
end thereof. 

Id And the day cemeth, that the 
words of the book which wore scaled 
shall be read upon the housetops ; and 
Ihoy shall be read by the power of 
Christ; and all things shall be ro- 
vcalod unto tho children of men 
whioh ever have been among the 
children of men, and whichever will 
be, even unto tbe end of tho earth. 

17 Wherefore, at that day when the 
book shall be delivered unto the man 
of whom I have spoken, tho book 
shall bn hid from tho eyes of tho 
world, that tho eyes of none shall be¬ 
hold it, savo it bo that three wit¬ 
nesses shall behold it by the powor 
of God, besides him to whom the 
book shall be dolivered; and thoy 
shall testify to the truth of tho book 
and the things thoroia. 

18 And there is none other which 
shall view it, save it bo a few accord¬ 
ing to the will of God, to bear testi¬ 
mony of his word unto the obildren 
of inon ; for tbe Lord God bath said, 
that the words of the faithful should 
spoak as it wore from the dead. 

19 Wherefore, the Lord God will 
proceed to bring forth the wordB of 
the book; and in the mouth of as 
many witnesses as soometh him good 
will ho establish his words; and woo 
bo unto him that rejooteth tho word 
of God. 

20 Hut, behold, it shall oome to pass, 
that the Lord God shall say unto him 
to whom ho shall dolivor the book, 
Take those words which nro not seal¬ 
ed and deliver them to another, that 
he may show them unto the learned, 
laying, Read this, I pray thee. 

21 And tho learned shall say, Bring 
hlthor tho book and I will road thorn ; 
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and now because of the glory of the 
world, and to get gain will thoy say 
this, and not for the glory of God. 
And the man shall say, I cannot 
bring the book for it i9 sealed. Then 
shall tbe learned say, I cauQot read iL 

22 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
that tbe Lord God will deliver again 
the book and tbe words thereof to 
him that is not learned ; and the man 
that is not learned shall say, I am 
not learned. Then shall tho Lord 
God say unto him, Tbe learned shall 
not road them, for they have rejected 
them, and I am able to do mine own 
work; wherefore thou shalt read the 
words whioh I shall give unto thee. 

23 Touch not tbe things which are 
scaled, for I will bring them forth in 
mine own due time ; for I will show 
unto the children of men that I am 
able to do mine own work. 

24 Wherefore, when thou bast read 
tho words which I have commanded 
theo, and obtained tho witnesses whioh 
I have promised unto thoe, then shalt 
thou seal up tbe book again, and hide 
it up unto me, that I may preserve 
tbe words which thou hast not read 
until I shall seo fit in mine own wis¬ 
dom to reveal all things unto the 
children of men. 

25 For behold, I am God; and I am 
a God of miracles; and I will show 
unto the world that I am the same, 
yesterday, to-day, and for ever; and 
I work not among the children of 
men, save it be aooording to their 
faith. 

26 And again it shall oome to pass, 
that tbe Lord shall say unto him that 
shall road the words that shall be 
delivered him, ForaBmuoh as this 
peoplo draw near unto me with their 
mouth, and with their lips do honour 
me, but have removed thoir hearts far 
from me, and thoir fear toward me is 
taught by the preoepts of men, there¬ 
fore I will proceed to do a marvellous 
work among this people; yea, a mar¬ 
vellous work and a wonder; for the 
wisdom of their wise and loarnod 
shall porish, and the understanding 
of the prudent shall ho hid. 

27 And woe unto thorn that seek 
deep to hide their oounsel from the 
Lord. And thoir works are in the 
dark; and they say, Who seeth ui 
and who knoweth us ? And they alsc 
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■*y, Surely, your turning of things 
upsido down shall he esteemed as the 
potter’s clay. 

20 But behold, I will Bhow unto 
them, saith the Lord of host9, that I 
know all their works. For, shall the 
work say of him that made it, He 
made me not? or shall the thing 
framed say of him that framed it, He 
had do understanding? 

29 But behold, saith the Lord of 
hosts, I will show unto the ohildren 
of men, that it is not yet a very little 
while, and Lebanon shall be turned 
into a fruitful field; and the fruitful 
field shall he esteemed as a forest. 

30 And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the wordB of the book ; and the 
eyes of the blind shall see out of ob¬ 
scurity and out of darkness; and the 
meek also shall increase, and their 
joy shall be in the Lord; and the 
poor among men shall rejoice in the 
Holy One of Israel. 

31 For, assuredly as the Lord liveth, 
they shall see that the terrible one is 
brought to naught, and the scorner is 
consumed, and all that watch for in¬ 
iquity are cut off, and they that 
make a man an offender for a word, 
and lay a snare for him that reprov- 
eth in the gate, and turn aside the 
just for a thing of naught. 

32 Therefore, thus saith the Lord 
who redeemed Abraham concerning 
the honse of Jacob, Jacob shall not 
now be ashamed, neither shall his 
faoe now wax pale; but when he 
seeth his ohildren, the work of my 
hands, in the midst of him, they shall 
sanctify my name, and sanctify the 
Holy One of Jacob, and shall fear the 
Qod of Israel. They also that erred 
in spirit shall oomo to understanding, 
and they that murmured shall learn 
dootrine. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

The prophet threatened the people—GotTi 
wrath, and the peopJe't joy. 

OE to the rebellious children, 
saith the Lord, that take coun¬ 
sel, but not of me; and that aorer 
with a covering, but not of my Spirit, 
that they may add sin to sin ; 

2 That walk to go down into Egypt, 
and have not asked at my mouth; to 
strengthen themselves in the strength 
of Pharaoh, and to trust in the shad¬ 
ow of Egypt I 


3 Therefore shall the strength of 
Pharaoh he your shame, and the trust 
in the shadow of Egypt your oonfu- 
eion. 

4 For his princes were at Zoan, and 
his ambassadors came to Hanes. 

5 They were all ashamed of a peo¬ 
ple that could not profit them, nor be 
a help nor profit, but a shame, and 
also a reproach. 

6 The burden of the beasts of the 
south ; Into the land of trouble and 
anguish, from whence come the young 
and old lion, the viper and fiery fly¬ 
ing serpent, they will carry their 
riches upon the shoulders jf young 
asses, and their treasures upon the 
hunches of camels, to a people that 
shall not profit them. 

7 For tho Egyptians shall help in 
vain, and to no purpose ; therefore 
have I cried concerning this, Theii 
strength is to sit still. 

8 Now go, write it before them in a 
table, and note it in a book, that it 
may be for the time to come for ever 
and ever; 

9 That this is a rebellious people, 
lying children, children that will not 
hear the law of the Lord ; 

10 Which say to the seers, See not; 
and to the prophets, Prophesy not 
unto us right things, speak unto u* 
smooth things, prophesy deceits; 

11 Get you out of tho way, turn 
aside out of the path, oanse the Holy 
One of Israel to cease from before ns. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy 
One of Israel, Because ye despise this 
word, and trust in oppression and 
perverseness, and stay thereon ; 

13 Therefore this iniquity shall bo to 
you bj a breach ready to fall, swelling 
out in a high wall, whose breaking 
cometh suddenly at an instant. 

14 And he shall break it as the 
broaking of the pottors’ vessel that 
is broken in pieces; be shall not 
spare ; so that thero shall not be 
found in tho bursting of it a sherd to 
take firo from the hearth, or to take 
water withal out of the pit. 

15 For thus saith the Lord God, the 
Holy One of Israel; In returning and 
rest shall ye be saved; in quietness 
and in confidence shall be your 
strength; and yo would not. 

16 But ye said, No; for we will flee 
upon horses; therefore shall ye flee ; 
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and. We will ride upon the swift; I oometh from far, hurning with his 


therefore shall they that pursue you 
be swift. 

17 One thousand shall flee at the 
rebuke of one; at the rebuke of fire 
shall ye flee; till yo be left as a bea- 
oon upon tho top of a mountain, and 
as an ensign on a hill. 

18 And therefore will the Lord wait, 
that he may be graoious unto you, 
and Lborcforo will he be exulted, that 
he may bavo moroy upon you; for 
the Lord is a God of judgment; 
hlesBcd are all they that wait for him. 

19 For the peoplo shall dwell in 
Zion at Jerusalem; thou shall weep 
no more; he will be very gracious unto 
thee at the voice of thy ory; when he 
shall hoar it, he will answer thee. 

20 And though tho Lord give you 
the bread of adversity, and the water 
of aflliotiou, yet shall not thy teachors 
be removed into a corner any moro, 
but thine eyes shall see tby teaohors; 

21 And thine ears shall hoar a word 
behind thee, saying, This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the 
rigliL hand, and when yo turn to the 
left. 

22 Ye shall defile also the covering 
of thy graven images of Bilvor, and 
the ornament of thy molten images 
of gold ; thou shall cast them away 
as a menatruous cloth; thou sbalt 
say unto it, Get thee hence. 

23 Tbon shall he give tho rftin of 
thy seed, that thou shalt sow tho 
ground withal; and bread of the in¬ 
crease of the carlb, and it shall ho 
fat and plenteous; in that day shall 
thy cattle feed in large pastures. 

24 Tho oxen likewise and tho young 
asses that ear the ground shall cat 
olean provendor, which hath heon 
winnowed with the shovel and with 
the fan. 

25 And there shall he upon every 
high mountain, and upon every high 
hill, rivers and streams of waters in 
th« day of the great slaughter, when 
the towors fall, 

20 Moreover tho light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the bud, and 
the light of the sun shall be seven¬ 
fold, as tho light of seven days, in 
the day that the Lord bindeth up the 
hreaoh of bis people, and healetn the 
stroke of their wound. 

27 Behold, the name of the Lord 


angor, and the burden thereof is 
heavy; his lips are full of indignation, 
and his tongue as a devouring fire; 

28 And his breath, as an overflow¬ 
ing stream, shall reaob to the midst 
of the neok, to sift the nations with 
the sieve of vanity; and there shall 
bo a bridle in the jaws of the people, 
causing them to err. 

29 Ye shall have a song, as in the 
night when a holy solemnity is kept; 
and gladness of heart, as when one 
goeth with a pipe to oome unto the 
mountain of the Lord, to the Mighty 
One of Israel. 

30 And the Lord shall cause his 
glorious voice to he heard, and shall 
show the lighting down of his arm, 
with the indignation of his anger, 
and with the flame of a devouring 
fire, with soattering, and tempest, 
and hailBtonos. 

31 For through the voiae of the 
Lord shall the Assyrian be heaten 
down, which smote with a rod. 

32 And in every place where the 
grounded staff shall pass, whioh the 
Lord shall lay upon him, it shall be 
with tabrets and harps ; and in bat¬ 
tles of shaking will he light with it. 

33 For Tophet is ordained of old; 
yea, for the king it is prepared; he 
bath made it deep and large; the 
pile thereof is fire and muoh wood; 
the breath of the Lord, like a stream 
of brimstone, doth kindle it. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

FoUy in forsaking Qod—Rrpmlanct vrg*L 

W OE to them that go down to 
Egypt for help; and stay on 
horses, and trust in ohariots, because 
thoy are many ; and in horsemen, be¬ 
cause thoy are very strong ; bnt they 
look not unto the Holy One of Israel, 
neither seek the Lord. 

2 Yet he also is wise, and will bring 
evil, and will not oall back his words; 
but will arise against the house of 
the evil-doers, and against the help 
of them that work iniquity, 

3 Now the Egyptians are men, and 
not God; and their horses flesh, and 
not spirit. When the Lord Bhall 
stretuh out hiB hand, both he that 
hclpeth shall fall, aod he that is 
holpcn shall fall down, and they alt 
shall fall together. 

4 For thus hath the Lord spoken 
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unto mo, Like as the lion &Dd the 
young lion roaring on hie prey, when 
a multitude of shepherds is called 
forth against him, he will not be 
afraid of their voice, nor abase him¬ 
self for the noise of them; so shall 
the Lord of hosts oome down to fight 
for mount Zion, and for the hill 
thereof. 

5 As birdfl flying, bo will the Lord 
of hosts defend Jerusalem ; defend¬ 
ing also be will deliver it; and pass¬ 
ing over be will preserve it, 

6 Turn ye unto him from whom the 
obildren of Israel have deeply re¬ 
volted. 

7 For in that day every man shall 
cast away bia idols of silver, and bis 
idols of gold, which your own bandB 
have made unto you for a sin. 

8 Then shall the Assyrian fall with 
the sword, not of a mighty man; 
and the sword, not of a mean man, 
shall devour him; but be shall flee 
from the sword, and his young men 
shall be discomfited. 

9 And he shall pass over to his 
strong hold for fear, and bis princes 
shall be afraid of the ensign, saith 
the "Lord, whose fire is in Zion, and 
his furnace in Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Cfrruft kingdom—Desolation fortthovm — 
Restoration promised. 

EIIOLD, a King shall reign in 
righteousness, and princes shall 
rule in judgment. 

2 And a man shall be as a biding- 

f ilaoe from the wind, and a covert 
rom the tempest; as rivers of wator 
in a dry place, as the shadow of a 
great rook in a weary land. 

3 And the eyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the oars of 
them that hear shall hearkeD. 

4 The heart also of the rash shall 
understand knowledge, and the tongue 
of the stammerers shall be ready to 
speak plainly. 

6 The vile person shall be no more 
called liberal, nor the ohurl said to be 
bountiful. 

6 For the vile person will speak 
villany, and his heart will work in¬ 
iquity, to praotiee hypoorisy, and to 
ntter error against the Lord, to make 
empty the soul of the hungry ; and 
he will cause the drink of the thirsty 
♦o fail. 


7 The instruments also of the churl 
are evil; he deviseth wicked devices 
to destroy the poor with lying words, 
even when the needy speaketh right. 

8 But the liberal deviseth liberal 
things; and by liberal things shall 
be stand. 

9 Rise up, ye women that are at 
ease; hear my voice, ye careless 
daughters; give ear unto my speech. 

10 Many days and years shall ye 
be troubled, ye careless women; for 
the vintage shall fail, the gathering 
shall not come. 

11 Tremble, ye women that are at 
ease; he troubled, ye careless ores; 
strip yon, and make you bare, and 
giro sackcloth upon your loins. 

12 They shall lament for the teats, 
for the pleasant fields, for the fruitful 
vine. 

13 Upon the land of ray people 
shall come up thorns and briers ; yea, 
upon all the houses of joy in the joy¬ 
ous oity. 

14 Because the palaces shall he for¬ 
saken ; the bouseB of the city shall 
be left desolate ; the forts and towers 
Bhall be for dens for ever, a joy of 
wild asses, a pasture of flocks ; 

15 Until the Spirit be poured upon 
us from on high, and the wilderness 
be a fruitful field, and the fruitful 
field be counted for a forest. 

18 Then judgment Bhall dwell in 
the wilderness, and righteousness re¬ 
main in the fruitful field. 

17 And the work of righteousness 
shall he peace; and the effect of 
righteousness, quietness and assur¬ 
ance for ever. 

18 And my people shall dwell in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting-places; 

19 When it shall hail, coming down 
on the forest; and the city shall be 
low in a low place. 

20 Blessed are ye that sow heside 
all waters, that send forth thithor the 
feet of the ox and the ass. 

A CHAPTER XXXIII. 

Hod’s judgment against the wicked — Tht 
privileges of the godly. 

OE to thee that spoilest, and 
thou wast not spoiled; and 
dealest treacherously, and they dealt 
not treoohcrously with thee! when 
thou shall ooase to spoil, thou sholt b« 
spoiled; and when thou shalt make 
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end lo deal treacherously, they 
shall deal treacherously with thee. 

2 0 Lord, bo gracious unto us; wo 
have waited for thee; be thou thoir 
arm every morning, their salvation 
also in the time of trouble. 

3 At the noise of the tumult the 
people fled; at the lifting up of thy¬ 
self the nations were scattered. 

4 And your spoil shall he gathered 
like the gathering of the caterpillar; 
as the running to and fro of locusts 
shall he run upon them. 

5 The Lord is exalted ; for he dwell- 
elh on high; he hath filled Zion with 
judgment and righteousness. 

6 And wisdom and knowledge shall 
be tho stability of thy times, and 
strenglb of salvation; tho fear of 
the Lord is his treasure. 

7 Behold, thoir valiant ones shall 
ory without; the ambassadors of peaoe 
shall weep bitterly. 

8 The highways lie waBte, the way¬ 
faring man oeaseth; he bath broken 
the oovcDant, he bath despised tho 
oities, he regnrdeth no man. 

9 The earth mourneth and languish- 
oth ; Lebanon is ashamed and hewn 
down; Sharon is like a wilderness ; 
and Bashan and Carmel shake off 
their fruits. 

10 Now will I rise, saith the Lord; 
now will I be exalted; now will I lift 
□p myself. 

11 Ye shall conceive chaff, ye shall 
bring forth stubble; your breath, as 
6re, shall devour you. 

12 And the people shall be as the 
burnings of lime; as thorns out up 
shall they be burned in the firo. 

13 Hear, ye that are far off, what 
I have done; and, yo that aro near, 
aoknowlodgo my might. 

14 Tho sinners in Zion are afraid; 
Tearfulness hath surprised the hypo¬ 
crites. Who among us shall dwell 
with the devouring fire? who among 
us shall dwell with everlasting burn¬ 
ings ? 

16 lie that walketh righteously, 
and speaketh uprightly; he that de- 
spiseth tho gain of oppreflsions, that 
shaketh bis hands from holding of 
bribes, that stoppeth his ears from 
bearing of blood, and shutteth bis 
•yes from seeing ovil; 

16 He shall dwell on high; his plaoe 
of defenoo shall he tho muuitions of 
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rocks; bread shall be given him; hla 
waters shall be sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the King in 
hie beauty; they shall behold the 
land that is very far off. 

18 Thine heart shall meditate ter¬ 
ror. Where is the eoribe ? where is 
the receiver? where is he that counted 
in the towers ? 

19 Thou shalt not see a fierce peo¬ 
ple, a people of a deeper speech than 
thon canst perceive; of a stammer¬ 
ing tongue, that thou oanet not un¬ 
derstand. 

20 Look upon Zion, the city of our 
solemnities; thine eyes shall see Je¬ 
rusalem a quiet habitation, a taber- 
naole that shall not be taken down; 
not one of tho stakes thereof shall 
ever be removed, neither shall any 
of the cord9 thereof be broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lord will 
be unto us a plaoe of broad rivers 
and streams; wherein shall go no 
galley with oars, neither shall gal¬ 
lant ship pass thereby. 

22 For tho Lord is our judge, the 
Lord is our lawgiver, the Lord is our 
King; ho will save us. 

23 Thy tacklings are loosed; they 
could not well strengthen their mast; 
they could not spread the sail; then 
is the prey of a great spoil divided; 
the lame take the prey. 

24 And the inhabitant shall not 
say, I am siok ; the people that dwell 
therein shall be forgiven their in¬ 
iquity. 

CIIAPTKR XXXIV. 

The judgment* of Ood — The book qf the 
Lord. 

OME noar, ye nations, to hear; 
and hearken, ye people; let tho 
oarth hear, and all that is therein; 
the world, and all things that oomo 
forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord 
is upon all DationB, and his fury upon 
all tneir armies; he hath utterly de¬ 
stroyed them, he hath delivered them 
to the slaughter. 

3 Thoir slain also shall be oast out, 
and their stink shall oome up out of 
thoir oaroassos, and the mountains 
shall be meltod with their hlood. 

4 And all the host of heaven shall 
be dissolved, and the heavens shall 
be rolled together as a scroll; and all 
their lio.-i shall fall down, as the loaf 
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fallelh off from the vine, and as a 
falling fig from the fig tree. 

5 For my aword shall be bathed in 
heaven ; behold, it shall come down 
upon Idumea, and upon the people 
of my onrso, to judgment. 

0 The sword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fat¬ 
ness, and with the blood of lambs 
and goals, wffh the fat of the kid¬ 
neys of rams; for the Lord hath a 
sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great 
slaughter in the land ef Idumea. 

7 And the unicorns shall come down 
with them, and the bullockB with the 
bulls; and their land shall he soaked 
with blood, and their dust made fat 
with fatnesB. 

8 For it is the day of the Lord's 
vengeance, and the year of recom¬ 
penses for the controversy of Zion. 

9 And the Btreams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and the dust thereof 
into brimstone, and the land thereof 
Bhall become burning pitch. 

10 It shall not he quonohed night 
nor day; the smoke thereof shall go 
up for ever; from generation to gene¬ 
ration it shall lie waste; none shall 
pass through it for ever and ever. 

11 But the cormorant and the bit¬ 
tern shall possess it; the owl also 
and the raven shall dwell in it; and 
he shall stretch out upon it the line 
of confusion, and the stones of empti¬ 
ness. 

12 They shall call the nobles there¬ 
of to the kingdom, but none shall be 
there, and all her princes shall be 
nothing. 

13 And thorns shall come up in her 
palaces, nettles and brambles in the 
fortresses thereof; and it shall be a 
habitation of dragons, and a court 
for owls. 

14 The wild beasts of the desert 
shall also meot with the wild beasts 
of the island, and the satyr shall cry 
to his fellow; the screech owl also 
shall rest there, and fiud for herself 
a place of rest. 

15 There shall the great owl make 
her nest, and lay, and hatch, and 
gather under her shadow ; there shall 
the vultures also be gathered, every 
one with her mate. 

10 Seek ye out of the book of the 
Lord, and read the names written 
therein ; no one of these shall fail; I 


none shall want their mate; for my 
mouth it hath commanded, and my 
Spirit it hath gathered them. 

17 And I have cast the lot for them, 
and I have divided it unto them by 
line; they shall possess it forever; 
from generation to generation they 
Bhall dwell therein. 

CHAPTER XXX Y. 

_ The flourishing of Christ' t kingdom. 

HE wilderness and the solitary 
place shall be glad for them; and 
the desert shall rejoice, and blossom 
as the rose. 

2 It shall blossom abundantly, and 
rejoice even with joy and singing; 
the glory of Lebanon shall be given 
unto it, the excellency of Carmel and 
Sharon; they shall see the glory of 
the Lord, and the excellency of oar 
God. 

3 Strengthen ye the weak hands, 
and confirm the feeble knees. 

4 Say to them that are of a fearful 
heart. Be strong, fear not; behold, 
your God will come with vengeance, 
even God with a recompense; he will 
come and save you. 

5 Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the deaf 
shall be unstopped. 

6 Then shall the lame man leap as 
a hart, and the tongno of the dumb 
sing; for in the wilderness shall 
waters break out, and Btreams in the 
desert. 

7 And the parohed ground shall 
become a pool, and the thirsty land 
springs of water; in the habitation 
of dragons, where each lay, Bhall be 
grass with reeds and rushes. 

8 And a highway shall be there; 
for a way shall be oast up, and it 
shall be called the way of holiness. 
The unclean shall not pass over upon 
it; but It shall be oast up for those 
who are olean, and the wayfaring 
men, though they are acoounted fools, 
shall not err therein. 

9 No lion shall be there, nor any 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, 
it shall not be found there; but the 
redeemed Bhall walk thore ; 

10 And the ransomed of the Lord 
shall return, and oome to Zion with 
songs and everlasting joy upon their 
heads; they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee awav. 
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CHAPTER XXXVI 
Srunadttrih inmdtlh JudaU. 

N OW it came to pa *.a in the four¬ 
teenth year of king Ilozekiah, 
that Sennacherib king of Assyria 
came up against all the defenoed 
cities of Judah, aud took them. 

2 And tho king of Assyria sent 
Rabsknkeh from Laohish to Jerusa¬ 
lem unto king Ilozekiah with a great 
army. And ho stood by the conduit 
of tho upper pool in the highway of 
the fuller’s field. 

3 Then on mo forth unto him Elia- 
kim, Hilkiah’s son, which was over 
i ho houso, andShebna tho eoribe, and 
Jouh, Asaph's Bon, the reoorder. 

4 And Rabshakeh said unto them, 
Say ye now to Hozekiab, Thus saith 
the groat king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidcnoe is this wherein thou 
trustest ? 

5 I say, thy words are but vain when 
thou snyost, I have counsel aod 
strength for war. Now, on whom dost 
thou trust that thou robelleet against 
me ? 

6 Lo, thou trustest in tho staff of 
this broken rood, on Egypt; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his 
hand, and piorce it; so is Pharaoh 
king of Egypt to all that trust in him. 

7 But if thou say to me, Wo trust 
id tho Lord our God; is it not he, 
whoso high placos and whose altars 
Ilozekiah hath taken away, and Baid 
to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar? 

8 Now therefore give pledges, I 
pray thee, to my master tho kiug of 
Assyria, and I will give Ihco two 
thousand horses, if thou be able on 
thy part lo sot riders upon them. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away the 
faoe of uno captain of the least of my 
master’s servants, and putthy truston 
K gjr t for ohariols and for horsemen ? 
10 And am I now oomo up without 
Iho Lord against this land to destroy 
it? the Lord said unto iue, Go up 
against this land, and destroy it. 

II Tbon said Eliakiin and Shobna 
and Joah unto Rabsh&koh, Speak, I 

g ray thee, unto thy servants in the 
yriau language; for we understand 
it; and Bpeak not to us in tho Jews' 
language, in the cars of the people 
that are on the wall. 

12 Bui RabBhakeb said, Hath my 


muster sent me to thy mastor and to 
thee to speak these words? hath he 
not sent me to the men that sit upon 
the wall, that they may eat their own 
dung, and drink their own piss with 
you ? 

13 Then Rabshakeh stood, and cried 
with a loud voioe in the Jews’ 
languago, and said, Hear ye the words 
of the great king, the king of Assyria. 

14 Thus eailh the king, Lot not 
Hczekiah deceive you; for he shall 
not be able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Hczekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord 
will surely deliver us; this city shall 
not be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Assyria. 

16 Hearken not to nezokiah; for 
thus saith tho king of Assyria, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me; and eat ye every 
one of his vine, and every one of his 
fig tree, and drink ye every one the 
waters of his own cistern; 

17 Until I come and take you away 
lo a laud like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards. 

18 Beware lest nezokiah persuade 
you, saying, The Lord will deliver 
us. Hath any of the gods of the 
nations delivered his land out of the 
hand of the king of Assyria? 

19 Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arpad ? where are the gods of 
Sepbarvaim ? and havo they delivered 
Samaria out of my hand ? 

20 Who are they among all the gods 
of these lands, that have delivered 
their land out of my hand, that the 
Lord should deliver Jerusalem out 
of my hand ? 

21 But they held th >ir peaoe, and 
answered him not a word; for the 
king’s commandment was, saying, 
Answer him not. 

22 Then came Eliakim, the son of 
Iiilkiah, that was over the household, 
and Sbebna the soribe, and Joah, the 
son of Asaph, the recorder, to Heze- 
kiah with their olothes rent, and told 
him the words of Rabshakeh. 


CHAPTER XXXVII. 

FfftfJciah'g prayer — Ttaiah't prophecy qf the 
destruction qf Sennacherib — An angel 
tlayelh the Auyrians. 

A ND it oame lo paBS. when king 
Ilezekinh hearu it, that he rent 
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hit clothes, and covered himself with 
■aokcloih, and went into the houEeof 
the Lord. 

2 And he rent Eliakira, who was 
over the household, and Shcbna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with Backcloth, unto Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amuz. 

3 ADd they said unto him. Thus 
saith Hczebiah, This day 10 a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and of blas¬ 
phemy ; fur the children are come to 
the birth, and there ib not strength 
to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Lord thy God will 
hear the wordB of Rabshakeh, whom 
the king of Assyria his master hath 
lent to reproach the living God, and 
will reprove the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard; wherefore 
lift up thy prayer for the remnant 
that is left. 

5 So the servants of king Ilezekiah 
oatne to Isaiah. 

6 And Isaiah said unto them. Thus 
shall ye say unto your master, Thus 
saith the Lord, Be not afraid of the 
words that thou hast heard, where¬ 
with the servants of the king of 
Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, 
and return to his own land; and I 
will cause him to fall by the sword 
in his own land. 

8 So Rabshakeh returned, and found 
the king of Assyria warring against 
Libnah ; for he had heard that he 
was departed from Lachish. 

9 Ana he heard say concerning 
Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, He is 
come forth to make war with thee. 
And when he heard it, he sent mes¬ 
sengers to Uozokiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye Bpuak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy 
God, in whom thou truetest, deceive 
theo, saying, Jerusalem shall not be 
given into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to all 
lands by destroying them utterly; 
and shalt thou be delivered ? 

12 Have the 9 Is of the nations 
delivered them w* .ioh my fathers have 
destroyed, as Gojan, and Haran, and 
Reieph, and the ohildren of Eden 
whion were in Telassar? 


Vo Where is the king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad ? and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, Hena, and 
Ivah ? 

14 And Hezekiah received the letter 
from the hand of the messengers, and 
read it; and Ilezekiah went ap unto 
the house of the Lord, and spread it 
before the Lord. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 

16 0 Lord of hosts, God of Israel, 
that dwellest between the cherubim, 
thou art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 
hast made heaven and earth. 

17 Incline thine ear, 0 Lord, aud 
hear; open thine eyes, 0 Lord, bd< 1 
see; and hear all the words of Sen¬ 
nacherib, which he hath sent to re¬ 
proach the living God. 

18 Of a truth, Lord, the kings of 
Assyria have laid waste all the 
nations, and their countries, 

19 And have oast their gods into 
the fire; for they were no gods, but 
the work of men's hands, wood and 
stone; therefore they have destroyed 
them. 

20 Now therefore, 0 Lord our God, 
save us from his hand, that all lb*- 
kingdoms of the earth may know 
that thou art the Lord, even thou onh 

21 Then Isaiah the son of Amoi 
sent unto Ilezekiah, 6 aying, Thu* 
saith the Lord God of Israel, where 
as thou hast prayed to me against 
Sennacherib king of Assyria; 

22 This is the word which the Lord 
hath spoken concerning him; Tho 
virgin, the daughter of Zion, hath 
despised thee, and laughod thee to 
scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem 
hath shaken her head at thee. 

23 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes od high? even against th# 
Holy One of Israel. 

24 By thy servants hast thou re¬ 
proached the Lord, and hast laid, 
By tho multitude of my chariots am 
I come up to the height of the moun¬ 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon; and 1 
will out down the t&U cedars thereof, 
and the ohoioe fir trees thereof; and 
I will enter into the height of his 
border, and the forest of his Carmel. 

25 I have digged, and drunk water; 
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ind with the sole of my feet have I 
dried up all tho rivers of the besieged 
placos. 

20 Hast thou not heard long ago, 
how I have done it; and of ancient 
times, that I have formed it? now 
have I brought it to pasB, that thou 
ihouIdc6t bo to lay waBte defenced 
cities into ruinouB heaps. 

27 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they wore dismayed 
and oonfounded; they were aB the 
graaB of Lhc field, and as the green 
herb, aB the grass on tho housetops, 
and as corn blasted bofore it bo 
grown up. 

28 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and 
thy rage against mo. 

29 lloeauso thy rage against me, 
end thy tumult, is oornc up into mine 
ears, therefore will I put my hook in 
thy nose, and my bridlo in thy lips, 
and I will turn thee back by the way 
by which thou earnest. 

30 And this shall be a sign unto 
thee, Ye shall eat this year sach as 
groweth of itself; and tho second year 
that which spriugeth of the same; 
and in the third year bow ye, and 
reap, and plant vineyards, and eat 
the fruit thereof. 

31 And the ramnant that is escaped 
of the house of Judah shall again 
take root downward, and boar fruit 
upward ; 

32 For out of Jerusalem shall go 
forth a remnant; and they that escape 
out of Jerusalem shall come up upon 
mount Zion; the zeal of the Lora of 
hosts shall do this. 

33 Thorefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning tho king of Assyria, Ho 
shall not come into thia city, nor 
shoot an arrow there, nor oome bo- 
foro it with shields, nor oast a bank 
against it. 

34 By the way that he came, by tbo 
same shall he return, and shall not 
come into this city, saith the Lord. 

36 For I will defend this city to 
save it for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David’s sako. 

36 Then tho angel of tho Lord wont 
forth, and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrinns a hundred and four-score 
and fivo thousand, and when they who 
were left arose, early in tho morning, 
behold, they wore all dead corpses. 


37 So Sennacherib king of Assyria 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nineveh. 

38 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch 
his god, that Adrammeleoh and Sha- 
rezer bis sons smote him with the 
sword; and they escaped iuto the 
land of Armenia; and Esar-haddon 
his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

Iluekiah hath hit lift lengthened—His tang 
of thanksgiving. 

N those days was Ilczckiah sick 
unto death. And Isaiah the pro* 

het tho eon of Amoz came unto 

im, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord, Set thine house in order; 
for thou ehalt die, and not live. 

2 Then Ilczckiah turned his face 
toward the wall, and prayed unto the 
Lord 

3 And Baid, Remember now, 0 Lord, 
I beseech thee, how I have walked 
before thee in truth and with a per¬ 
fect heart; end havo done that which 
ie good in thy sight. And Hezckiah 
wept sore. 

4 Then came the word of the Lord 
to Isaiah, saying, 

5 Go, and say to Hezokiah, Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of David thy 
father, I have heard thy prayer, I 
have seen thy tears; hehold, I will 
add unto thy days flftoen years. 

0 And I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the hing of 
Assyria; and I will defend the city. 

7 And this shall be a sign unto thee 
from tho Lord, that the Lord will do 
this thing that he hath Bpoken ; 

8 Bohold, I will bring again the 
shadow of the degrees, whioh is gone 
down in the Bun-dial of Ahaz, ten 
degrees backward. So the Bun re¬ 
turned ton degrees, by whioh degrees 
it was gone down. 

9 The writing of Hezekiah king of 
Judah, when ho had been siok, and 
was recovered of his sickness ; 

10 I said in the cutting off of my 
days, I shall go to the gatos of the 
gravo; I am deprived of the residue 
of my years. 

Ill said, I shall not see tho Lord, 
even tho Lord, in the land of the 
living; I shall behold man no more 
with the inhabitants of the world. 

12 Mine ago is departed, and is re- 
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moved from me an ft shepherd's tent; 
I have cut off like a weaver my life; 
he will cut me off with pining sick¬ 
ness ; from day even to night wilt 
thou make am end of me. 

13 I reckoned till morning, that, as 
a Hon, so will he hreak all my bones; 
from day even to night wilt thou 
make an end of me. 

14 Like a crane or swallow, so did 
I chatter; I did mourn as a dove; 
mine eyes fail with looking upward; 
0 Lord, I am oppressed ; undertake 
for me. 

15 What shall I Buy? he hath both 
spoken unto me, and himself hath 
healed me. I shall go softly all my 
years, that I may not wAlk in the 
bitterness? of my soul. 

16 0 Lord, thou who art the life of 
my spirit, in whom I live; so wilt 
thou recover me, and make me to 
live; and in all these things will I 
praise thee. 

17 Behold, I had great bitterness 
instead of peace, but tbou bast in 
love to my soul, saved me from the 
pit of corruption, for thou hast oast 
all my sins behind thy back. 

18 For the grave cannot praise thee, 
death cannot celebrate thee; they 
that go down into the pit cannot 
hope for thy truth. 

19 The living, the living, he shall 
praise thee, as I do this day; the 
father to the children shall make 
known thy truth. 

20 The Lord was ready to save me ; 
therefore we will sing my songs to 
the stringed instruments all the days 
of our life in the house of the Lord. 

21 For Isaiah had said, Let them take 
a lump of figs, and lay it for a plaster 
upon the hoil, and ho shall recover. 

22 Hezekiah also had said, What is 
the sign that I shall go up to the 
house of the Lord? 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 
haiah foreleUelh the Babylonian captivity. 

A T that time Merodach-baladan, 
the son of Baladan, king of 
Babylon, sent lettors and a present 
to Hezekiah; for he had heard that 
he had boon sick, and was recovered. 
2 And Hezekiah was glad of them, 
and showed them tho house of his 
preoious things, the silver, and tho 
gold, and the spices, and the pre¬ 
oious ointment, and all tho house of 


his armour, and all that was found 
in his treasures; there was nothing 
in his house, nor in all his dominion, 
that Hezekiah showed him not. 

3 Then came Isaiah the prophet 
unto kiDg Hezekiah, and said unto 
him, What said these men? and 
from whence came they unto thee ? 
And Hezekiah said. They are come 
from a far country unto me, e^en 
from Babylon. 

4 Then said he, What have they 
seen in thine house? And Hezekiah 
answered, All that is io mine house 
have they seen; thero is nothing 
among my treasures that I have not 
showed them. 

o Then said Isaiah to Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lord of hosts; 

6 Behold, the days come, that all 
that is in thine house, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in store until 
this day, shall be carried to Babylon ; 
nothing shall be left, saith the Lord. 

7 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they shall 
be ounuchs in the palace of the king 
of Babylon. 

8 Then said Hezekiah to Isaiah, 
Good is the word of the Lord which 
thou hast spoken. He said more¬ 
over, For there shall be peace and 
truth in my days. 


CHAPTER XL. 

The preaching of Ou gospel. 

C OMFORT ye, oomfort ye my peo¬ 
ple, saith your God. 

2 Speak ye comfortably to Jerusa¬ 
lem, and cry unto her, that her war- 
fare is accomplished, that her in¬ 
iquity is pardoned; for she hath re¬ 
ceived of tho Lord’s hand douhle for 
all her sins. 

3 The voice of him that orieth in 
the wildorness, Prepare ye the way 
of the Lord, make straight in the 
dosert a highway for our God. 

4 Every valley shall be exalted, and 
every mountain and hill shall bo 
mado low; and the crooked shall be 
mado straight, and the rough places 
plain ; 

5 And the glory of the Lord shall 
be revealed, and all flesh shall see it 
together; for the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

6 The voice said. Cry. And he said, 
What shall I cry ? All fleBh is grass. 
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and all the goodliness thereof ib as 
the dower of the field ; 

7 The grass wilhcrclh, the flower 
fadeth ; because the Spirit of the Lord 
blowcth upon it; surely the people is 
grass. 

8 The grass withereth, the flower 
fudeth ; but the word of our Qod shall 
stand for over. 

9 0 Ziou, that bringest good tidings, 
get thee up into the high mountain ; 
0 Jerusalem, that bringest good tid¬ 
ings, lift up thy voice with strength; 
lift it up, be Dot afraid; say unto the 
oities of Judah, Behold your God ! 

10 Uehold, Lhc Lord God will come 
with strong hand, and his aim shall 
rulo for him; behold, hie reward is 
with him, and his work before him. 

11 lie shall feed his flock like a 
shepherd; he shall gather the lambs 
with hie arm, end carry them in his 
bosom, and Bhall gently lead thoso 
that are with young. 

12 Who hath measured the waters 
in the hollow of his head, and meted 
out heavon with the span, and com¬ 
prehended the dust of the earth in a 
measure, end weighed the mountains 
in scales, and the hills in a balance ? 

13 Who hath directed the Spirit of 
the Lord, or being his counsellor hath 
taught him ? 

14 With whom took be oounsel, and 
who instructed him, and taught him 
in the path of judgment, and taught 
him knowledge, and showed to him 
the way of understanding ? 

16 Behold, the nations are as a drop 
of a buokot, and are counted as the 
small dust of the balance; bohold, 
he takelh up the isles as a vory little 
thing. 

lfl And Lebanon is not sufficient to 
burn, nor the beasts thereof sufficient 
for a burnt oflcriug. 

17 All nations before him are as 
nothing; and they are counted to 
him lues than nothing, and vanity. 

18 To whom then will ye liken God ? 
or what likeness will ye oompure unto 
him ? 

19 The workman mclleth a graven 
image, and the goldsmith spreadeth 
it over with gold, and oasteth silver 
chains. 

20 Ho that is so impoverished that 
he hath no oblation ohoosoth a tree 
that will not rot; he seeketh unto 


him a ounning workman to propare a 
graven image, that shall not be moved 

21 Have ye not known ? have ye 
not heard? hath it not been told you 
from the beginning? have ye not 
understood from the foundations of 
the earth ? 

22 It is he that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth, and the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof are as grasshoppers ? 
that strotuhelh out the heavens as a 
curtain, and spreadeth them out as a 
tent to dwell in ; 

23 That bringeth the princes to 
nothing; he maketh the judges of 
the earth as vanity. 

24 Yea, they shall not be planted; 
yea, they shall not be sown ; yea, their 
stock shall not take root in the earth ; 
and he shall also blow upon them, 
and they shall wither, and the whirl¬ 
wind shall take them away as Btubble. 

25 To whom then will ye liken me, 
or shall I be equal? eaith the Holy 
One. 

26 Lift up your eyes on high, and 
behold who hath created these things, 
that bringeth out their host by num¬ 
ber; he oallelb them all by names hy 
the greatness of his might, for that he 
is strong in power; not one faileth. 

27 Why sayest thou, 0 Jacob, and 
Bpeakest, 0 Israel, My way is hid 
from (be Lord, and my judgment is 
passed over from my God ? 

28 Hast thou not known? bast thou 
not beard, that the everlasting God, 
the Lord, the Creator of the ends of 
tho earth, fainteth not, neither is 
weary? there is no searohing of his 
understanding. 

29 He giveth power to the faint; 
and to them that have no might he 
increaseth strength. 

30 Even the youths Bhall faint and 
be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall; 

31 But they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength ; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint. 

CHAPTER XLL 
Expostulation with the people. 

EEP silenoo before me, 0 islands; 
and lot the people renew their 
strongth; let them oomo near; then 
let them speak; let us oomo near to¬ 
gether to judgment. 
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2 Who raised up the righteous man 
from the cust, called him to his foot, 
gave the nations beforo him, and 
made him rule over kings? ho gave 
them as the dust to his sword, and as 
driven stubble to his bow. 

3 Ue pursued them, and passed 
safely; even hy the way that he had 
not gone with his feet. 

4 Who hath wrought and done it, 
calling the generations from the be¬ 
ginning? I the Lord, the first, and 
with tho last; I am ho. 

5 The isles saw it, and feared; tho 
ends of the earLh were afraid, drew 
near, and came. 

6 They helped every one his neigh¬ 
bour ; and every one said to his bro¬ 
ther, Bo of good courage. 

7 So the carpenter encouraged the 
goldsmith, and he thatsmoothoth with 
the hammer him that smote the anvil, 
saying, It is ready for the soldering; 
and he fastened it with nails, that it 
should not be moved. 

8 But, thou, Israel, art my servant, 
Jacob whom I have chosen, tho seed 
of Abraham my friond. 

9 Thou whom I havo taken from the 
ends of the earLh, and called theo 
from the chief men thereof, and Baid 
unto thee, Thou art my servant; I 
have chosen thee, and not cast thee 
away. 

10 Fear thou not; for I am with 
thee; be not dismayed; for I am thy 
God; I will strengthen thee; yea, I 
will help thee; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of my right¬ 
eousness. 

11 Behold, all they that were in- 
oensed against thee shall be ashamed 
and confounded; they shall be as 
nothing; and thoy that strive with 
thee shall porish. 

12 Thou shalt seek them, and shalt 
not find them, even them that con¬ 
tended with thee; thoy that war 
against thee shall be as nothing, and 
as a thing of naught. 

13 For I the Lord thy God will hold 
thy right hand, saying unto thee, 
Fear not; I will help thee. 

14 Fear not, thou worm J&aoh, and 
ye men of Israel; I will help thee, 
■aith the Lord, and thy Redeemer, the 
Holy One of Israel. 

15 Behold, I will make thee a new 
sharp threshing instrument having 


teeth; thou shalt tbresh the moun¬ 
tains, and beat them small, and Bh&lt 
make the hills as chaff. 

16 Thou shalt fan them, and the 
wind shall carry them away, and the 
whirlwind shall scatter them; and 
thou shalt rejoice in the Lord, and 
shalt glory in the Holy One of Israel. 

17 When the poor and needy seek 
wator, and there is none, and their 
tongue faileLh for thirst, I the Lord 
will hear them, I the God of Israel 
will not forsake them. 

18 I will open rivers in high places, 
and fountains in the midst of tho 
valleys; I will make the wilderness 
a pool of water, and the dry land 
springs of water. 

19 I will plant in the wildemc 9 f 
the cedar, tne shittah tree, and the 
myrtle, and the oil tree; I will set in 
the desert the fir tree, and the pine, 
and the box tree together; 

20 That they may see, and know, 
and consider, and understand toge¬ 
ther, that the hand of the Lord hath 
done this, and the Iloly One of Israel 
hath created it. 

21 Produce your cause, saith the 
Lord; bring forth your strong reasons, 
saith the Ring of Jaoob. 

22 Let them bring them forth, and 
show us what shall happen; let them 
show the former things, what the; 
be, that we may consider them, and 
know tho latter end of them; or de- 
olnre us things for to oome. 

23 Show the things that are to oome 
hereafter, that we may know that ye 
are gods; yea, do good or do evil, 
that we may be dismayed, and behold 
it together. 

24 Behold, yo are of nothing, and 
your work of naught; an abomina¬ 
tion is bo that chooseth yon. 

25 I have raised up one from the 
north, and he Bhall oome; from the 
rising of the sun shall he oall upon 
my name; and he shall oome upon 
princes as upon mortar, and as the 
potter treadeth day. 

26 Who hath declared from the be¬ 
ginning, that we may know; and 
boforetimo, that we may say, He is 
righteous? yea, there is none that 
showeth, yea, there is none thAt de- 
otareth, yea, there is none that hear- 
oth your words. 

27 The first shall say to Zion, Be- 
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hold, behold thorn; and I will give 
to Jerusalem one that bringeth good 
tidings. 

20 For I beheld, and there was no 
man; oven among men, and there 
was no counsellor, that, when I asked 
of them, could answer a word. 

29 Behold, they are all vanity; their 
works are nothing; their molten 
images are wind and confusion. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

IJu office of Christ — God's premise unto Mm 
—Praise to Ood far his gospel . 
EHOLD my servant, whom I up¬ 
hold; mine, elect, in whom my 
soul delightcth; I have put my Spirit 
upon him; he shall bririg forth judg¬ 
ment to the Gentiles. 

2 lie shall not cry, nor lift up, nor 
oause his voice to bo heard in the 
street. 

3 A bruisod reed shall he not break, 
and the smoking flax shall he not 
quenoh; he shall bring forth judg¬ 
ment unto truth. 

4 He Bhall not fail nor be discour¬ 
aged, till ho have sot judgment in the 
earth; and the isles shall wait for his 
law. 

5 Thus saith God the Lord, he that 
created the heavens, and stretched 
thorn out, he that spread forth the 
earth, and that whion comoth out of 
it; he that giveth breath unto the 
people upon it, and spirit to them 
that walk therein; 

fl I the Lord have called thee in 
righteousness, and will hold thine 
hand, and will keep thee, and givo 
thoo for a covenant of the poople, for 
a light of the Gentiles; 

7 To open the blind eyes, to bring 
out the prisoners from tho prison, and 
thorn that sit in darkness out of the 
prison house. 

8 I am the Lord; that is my name; 
and my glory will I not give to an¬ 
other, neithor my praise to graven 
images. 

9 Behold, the former things are come 
to pass, and new things do I deolare; 
before they spring forth I tell you of 
them. 

10 Sing onto the Lord a new song, 
and his praise from tho end of the 
earth, ye that go down to the sea, 
and all that is therein; tho isles, and 
the Inhabitants thereof, 

11 Let the wilderness and the cities 


thereof lift ap their voioe, the villages 
that Kodar doth inhabit; let the in¬ 
habitants of the rock sing, let them 
shout from tho top of the mountains. 

12 Lot them give glory unto the 
Lord, and deolare his praise in the 
islands. 

13 The Lord shall go forth as a 
mighty man, he shall stir up jealousy 
like a man of war; he shall cry, yea, 
roar; he shall prevail against his 

enemies. 

14 I have long time holden my 
peace; I have heen still, and refrained 
myself; now will I cry like a travail¬ 
ing woman; I will destroy and de 
vour at onoe. 

15 I will make waste mountains and 
hills, and dry up all their herbs; and 
I will make the rivers islands, and 1 
will dry up the pools. 

lfi And I will Dring the blind by a 
way that they knew not; I will lead 
them in paths that they have not 
known; Iwil] make darkness light 
before them, and orooked things 
straight. These things will I do 
unto them, and not forsake them. 

17 They shall be turned back, they 
Bhall be greatly ashamed, that trust in 
graven imagos, that say to the molten 
images, Ye are our gods. 

18 Hear, ye deaf, and look, ye blind, 
that ye may see. 

10 For I will Bend my servant onto 
you who are blind; yea, a messenger 
to open the eyes of the blind, and nn- 
stop the oars of the deaf; 

20 And they shall be made perfect 
notwithstanding their blindness, if 
they will hearken nnto the meBBen- 
ger, the Lord’s servant. 

21 Thou art a people, seeing many 
things, but thou observeat not; open¬ 
ing the ears to hear, but thou hearest 
not. 

22 The Lord is not well pleased 
with snob a people, but for his right¬ 
eousness' sate ne will magnify the 
law and make it honourable. 

23 Thou art a people robbed and 
spoiled; thine enemies, all of them, 
have snared tbee Id boles, and they 
have hid tboe In prison bouses; they 
have taken thee for a prey, and none 
deliverotb; for a spoil, and none 
saith, Restore. 

24 Who among thorn will gtre ear 
unto thoe, or hearken and bear thee 
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for the time to come? aDd who gavo 
Jacob for a spoil, and Israel to the 
robber? did not tho Lord, he against 
whom they have sinned? 

25 For they would not walk in his 
ways, neither were they obedient unto 
his law; therefore he hath poured 
upon them the fury of his anger, and 
tho Btrength of battlo; and they have 
set them on fire round about, yet they 
knew not, and it burned them, yet 
they laid it nol to heart. 

CFIAFTEK XLIII. 

God's promises to Israel. 

UT now thus saith the Lord that 
created thee, 0 Jacob, and he 
that formed thee, 0 Israel, Fear not; 
for I have redeemed thee, I have 
called thee by thy name; thou art 
mine. 

2 When thou passest through the 
waters, I will be with thee ; and 
through the rivers, they shall not 
overflow thee; when thou walkest 
through the flro, thou shalt not he 
burned ; neither shall the dame kin¬ 
dle upon thee. 

3 For I am the Lord thy God, the 
Holy Ono of Israel, thy Saviour ; I 
gave Egypt for thy ransom, Ethiopia 
and Seba for thee. 

4 Since thou west precious in my 
sight, thou hast been honourable, and 
I have loved thee; therefore will I 
give men for thee, and people for thy 
life. 

5 Fear not; fori am with thee; I 
will bring thy seed from the east, and 
gather thee from tho west; 

0 I will say to the Dorth, Give up; 
and to the sooth, Keep not back; 
bring my sons from lar, and my 
daughters from the ends of the earth; 

7 Even every one that is called by 
my namo; for I have created him 
for my glory, I have formed him ; 
yea, I have made him. 

8 Bring forth tho blind people that 
have eyas, and the doaf that have ears. 

9 Let all the nations he gathered 
together, and let the people be as¬ 
sembled ; who among them can de¬ 
clare this, and show us former things ? 
let them bring forth their witnesses, 
that they may be justified; or let 
them hear, and say, It is truth. 

10 Ye are my witnesses, saith the 
Lord, and my servant whom I have 
ehosen; that ye may know and be¬ 


lieve me, and understand that I am he; 
before me there was no God formed, 
neither shall there be after me. 

11 I, even I, am the Lord ; and he- 
side me there is no saviour. 

12 I have declared, and have saved, 
and I have showed, when there was 
no strange god among you ; therefore 
ye are my witnesses, saith the Lord, 
that I am God. 

13 Yea, before the day was I am 
he; and there is none that can delirer 
out of my hand ; I will work, and who 
shall let it ? 

14 Thus saith the Lord, your Re¬ 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel; Fnr 
your sake I have sent to Babylon, 
and have brought down all their no¬ 
bles, and the Chaldeans, whose cry is 
in the ships. 

15 I am the Lord, your Holy One, 
tho Creator of Israel, your King. 

16 Thus saith the Lord, which 
maketh a way in the sea, and a path 
in the mighty wntorfl ; 

17 Which bringeth forth the chariot 
and horse, the army and the power; 
they shall lie down together, they 
shall not rise; they are extinct, they 
are quenched as tow. 

19 Remember ye not tho former 
things, neither consider the things of 
old. 

19 Behold, I will do a new thing; 
now it shall spring forth ; shall yo 
Dot know it? I will even make a way 
in the wilderness, and rivers in the 
desort. 

20 Tho beast of the field shall 
honour me, the dragons and the 
owls; because I give waters in the 
wilderness, and rivers in the desert, 
to givedriuk to my people, my chosen. 

21 This people have I formed for 
myself; they shall Bhow forth my 
praise. 

22 But thou hast not oalled upon 
me, 0 Jaooh; but then hast been 
weary of me, 0 Israel. 

23 Thou hast not brought me the 
email cattle of thy barnt offerings ; 
neither hast tbou honoured mo with 
thy sacrifices. I have not caosed 
thee to sorve with an offering, nor 
wearied thee with incense. 

24 Thou hast bought me no sweet 
cane with money, neither hast thou 
filled me with the fat of thy sacri¬ 
fices; but tbou hast ms le m« to serve 
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with thy sins, thou hast wearied me 
with thine iniquities. 

26 I, even I, am ho that blotteth out 
iny transgressions for mino own sake, 
and will not remember thy sins. 

26 Put me in remembranco; let us 
plead together; declare thou, that 
thoa mayest be justified. 

27 Thy first father hath sinned, and 
thy teaohers have tranegreseod against 
me. 

28 Therefore I have profaned the 
prinoos of the sanctuary, and have 
given Jacob to the curse, and Israel 
to reproachos. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

Ood comfarteih Israel—The vanity of idol i. 
ET now hear, 0 Jacob my ser¬ 
vant; and Israel, whom I havo 
chosen ; 

2 Thus saith tbe Lord that mado 
thee, and formed thee from the womb, 
whioh will help thoe; Fear not, 0 
Jacob, my servant; and thou, Jeshu- 
run, whom I have ohoson. 

3 For I will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty, and floods upon tho 
dry ground; I will pour my Spirit 
upon thy seed, and my hlesBing upon 
thine offspring; 

4 And they shall spring up as 
among the grass, as willows hy the 
water-oourses. 

5 Oue shall say, I am the Lord's ; 
and another shall oall himself by the 
name of Jacob; and another shall 
suhsoribe with his hand unto tho 
Lord, and surnamo himself by the 
name of Israel. 

6 Thus saith the Lord the King of 
Israel, and his Redeemer the Lord of 
hosts ; I am the first, aod I am the 
last; and besides me there is do Qod. 

7 And who, as I, shall call, and shall 
declare it, and set it in order for me, 
since I appointed the anoiont people ? 
and the things that are coming, and 
shall oorne, lot them show unto them. 

8 Fear ye not, neither be afraid ; 
havo not I told thee from that time, 
and havo doolared it? ye are even my 
witnesses. Ib there a Ood besides me? 
yea, there is no Qod; I know notaDy. 

0 They that make a gravon image 
are all of them vanity; and their de- 
leotablo things Bhall not profit; and 
tney are their own witnesses ; thoy 
see not, nor know; that thoy may be 
ashamed. 


10 Who hath formed a god, or mol¬ 
ten a graven image that is profitable 

for nothing ? 

11 Behold, all his fellows shall be 
ashamed; and the workmen, they 
are of men; let them all he gatherod 
together, let them stand up ; yet they 
Bhall fear, and they shall be ashamed 
together. 

12 Tho smith with the tongs both 
worketh in the coals, and fashioocth 
it with hammers, and worketh it with 
tho strength of his arms; yea, he is 
hungry, and his strength faileth; he 
drinketh no water, and is faint. 

13 The carpenter stretoheth out his 
rule ; he marketh it out with a line ; 
ho fitteth it with planes, and he mark¬ 
eth it out with the compass, and mak- 
clh it after the figure of a man, ac¬ 
cording to the beauty of a man ; that 
it may remain in the house. 

14 He heweth him down cedars, 
and taketh the cypress and the oak, 
whioh he strengthened for himself 
among the trees of the forest; he 
planteth an ash, and the raiD doth 
nourish it. 

15 Thou shall it be for a man to 
burn; for ho will take thereof, and 
warm himself; yea, he kindleth it, 
and baketh hread ; yea, he makoth » 
god, and worshipped it; he makein 
it a graven image, and faileth down 
theroto. 

16 He burned part thereof in the 
fire; with part thereof he eateth 
flesh; he roasted roast, and Is satis¬ 
fied ; yea, he warmeth himsolf, and 
saith, Aha, I am warm, I have Boen 
the fire; 

17 And the residue thereof he 
maketh a god, even hie gravon image; 
he failed down unto it, and worship¬ 
ped it, and prayeth unto it, and Baitn, 
Deliver me; for thon art my god. 

18 They have not known nor un¬ 
derstood; for he hath Bkut their oyes, 
that thoy cannot see; and their 
hearts, that they cannot understand. 

19 And none oonsidoreth in his 
heart, neither is there knowledge nor 
understanding to say, I have burned 

art of it in the fire ; yea, also I have 

aked bread upon the ooals thereof; 
I have roasted flesh, and eaten it; 
and shall I make tho residue thereof 
an abomination 7 shall I fall down to 
the stock of a tree 7 
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20 He feedeth on ashes; a deceived 
heart hath turned him aside, that ho 
oannot deliver his soul, nor say, Is 
there not a lie in my right hand ? 

21 Remember these, 0 Jacob and 
Israel; for thoa art my servant; I 
have formed thee; thou art my ser¬ 
vant; 0 Israel, thon ehalt not be for¬ 
gotten of me. 

22 I have blotted ont, as a thick 
cloud, thy transgressions, and, as a 
cloud, thy sins; return unto me; for 
I have redeemed thee. 

23 Sing, 0 ye heavens; for the 
Lord hath done it; Bhout, ye lower 
parts of the earth ; break forth into 
singing, ye mountains, 0 forest, and 
every tree therein; for the Lord hath 
redeemed Jacob, and glorified him¬ 
self in Israel. 

24 Thus saith tbe Lord, thy Re¬ 
deemer, and he that formed thee 
from the womb, I am the Lord that 
maketh all things; that stretcheth 
forth the heavenB alone; that spread- 
eth abroad the earth by myself; 

25 Tbat frustrateth the tokens of 
the liars, and maketh diviners mad; 
that tumeth wise men backward, and 
maketh their knowledge foolish; 

26 That confirmeth the word of his 
servant, and performeth the counsel 
of his messengers; that saith to Jeru¬ 
salem, Thou shalt be inhabited ; and 
to the oities of Judah, Ye shall be 
built, and I will raise up the decay¬ 
ed places thereof; 

27 That saith to tho deep, Be dry, 
and I will dry up thy rivers; 

28 That saith of Cyrus, He is my 
Bhepherd, and shall perform all my 
pleasure; even saying to Jerusalem, 
Thou Bhalt be built; and to the tem¬ 
ple, Thy foundation shall be laid. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

God eaBeth Cyrua—His saving powr. 
rpHUS saith the Lord to his anoint- 
_L ed, to Cyrus, whose right hand 
I have holden, Vo snbdne nations bo- 
fore him; and I will loose tbe loins 
of kings, to open before him the two¬ 
leaved gates; and the gates shall not 
be shnt; 

2 I will go before thee, and make 
the orooked places straight; I will 
break in pieoes tbe gates of brass, 
and ent in sunder the bars of iron; 

S And I will give Mice tho treasnros 
of darkness, nml hidden riche? of se¬ 


cret places, that thou mayest know 
that I, the Lord, which call thee by 
thy name, am the God of Israel. 

4 For Jacob my servant's sake, and 
Israel mine elect, I have even called 
thee by thy name; I have surnamed 
thee, though thou h&Bt Dot known me. 

5 I am the Lord, aDd there is Done 
else, there is no God besides me; I 
girded thee, though thou hast not 
known me; 

6 That they may know from the 
rising of the snn, and from the west, 
that there is none besides mo. I aui 
the Lord, and there is none else. 

7 I form the light, and create dark 
ness; I make peace, and orcate evil ; 
I fhc Lord do all those things. 

8 Drop down, ye heavens, from 
above, and let the skies pour down 
righteousness; let the earth open, 
and let them bring forth salvation, 
and let righteousness spring up to¬ 
gether ; I the Lord have created it. 

9 Woe unto him that strivetb with 
his Maker! Let the potsherd strive 
with the potsherds of the earth. Shall 
the clay say to him tbat fashioneth 
it. What makeet thou? or thy work. 
He hath no hands? 

10 Woe unto him tbat saith unto 
bis father, Wbat begettest thou ? or to 
the woman, What hast thou brooght 
forth ? 

11 Thus saith the Lord, the Holv 
One of Israel, and bis Maker, Ask me 
of things to oome concerning my eons, 
and conoerning the work of my hands 
command ye me. 

12 I have made the earth, and cre¬ 
ated man upon it; I, even my hands, 
have stretched out the heavens, and 
all their hosts have I commanded. 

13 I have raised him up in right¬ 
eousness, and I will direct all his 
ways; he shall build my city, and he 
shall let go my captives. Dot for price 
nor reward, saith the Lord of hosts. 

14 Thus saith the Lord, The labour 
of Egypt, and merchandise of Ethio¬ 
pia and of the Sabeans, men of stat¬ 
ure, shall oome over unto thee, and 
they shall be thine; they shall come 
after thee; in ohains they shall oome 
over, and they shall fall down nnto 
thee, they shall make supplication 
nnto thee, saying, Surely God is in 
thee; and there is none else, there i> 

no rin,l. 
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15 Verily thou art a God that hidost 
thyself, 0 God of Israel, the Saviour. 

10 They shall he ashamed, and also 
confounded, all of them; they shall 
go to confusion together, that are 
makers of idols. 

17 But Israel shall be saved in the 
Lord with an everlasting salvation; 
ye shall not be ashamed nor con¬ 
founded world without end. 

18 For thus s&ith the Lord that 
oroated the heavens; God himBelf 
that formed the earth and made it; 
he hath established it, he oreated it 
not in vain, he formed it to be in¬ 
habited ; I am the Lord, and there is 
none else. 

19 I have not spoken in seoret, in 
a dark plaoe of the earth; I said not 
unto the Beed of Jaoob, Seek ye me 
in vain; I the Lord speak righteous¬ 
ness, I declare things that are right. 

20 Assemble yourselves and oome; 
draw near together, ye that are es¬ 
caped of the nations; they have no 
knowledge that set up the wood of 
their graven image, and pray unto a 
god that cannot save. 

21 Tell ye, and bring them near; 
yea, let them take oounsol together; 
who hath deolared this from ancient 
time? who hath told it from that 
time ? have not I the Lord ? and tbore 
is no god else beside me; a just God 
and a Saviour; there is nono beside 
me. 

22 Look unto me, and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the earth; for I am 
Qod, and there is none else. 

23 I have sworn by myself, the word 
is gone out of my mouth in right¬ 
eousness, and shall not return, That 
unto me every knee shall bow, every 
tongue shall swear. 

24 Sorely shall one say, In the Lord 
have I righteousnoss and strength; 
even to him shall men oome; and all 
that are incensed against him shall 
be ashamed. 

25 In the Lord shall all the seed of 
Israel be justi 6 ed, and shall glory. 

CHAPTER XLVI. 

God tavdh hu people, to the end. 

EL boweth down, Nebo stoop- 
cth; their idols were upon the 
beasts, and upon the cattle; your 
ourringos were heavy laden; they are 
a burden to the weary beast. 

2 They stoop, they bow down to¬ 


gether ; they could not deliver the 
burden, but themselves are gone into 
captivity. 

3 Hearken unto me, O house of 
Jacob, and all the remnant of the 
house of Israel, which are borne by 
me from the belly, which arc carried 
from the womb ; 

4 And even to your old age I am 
he ; and even to hoar hairs will 1 
carry you ; I have made, and I will 
bear ; even I will carry, and will do- 
liver you. 

5 To whom will ye liken mo, and 
mako me equal, and compare me, 
that we may be like ? 

6 They lavish gold out of tho bag, 
and weigh silver in the balanco, and 
hire a goldsmith ; and he maketh it a 
god; they fall down, yea, they worship. 

7 They bear him upon the shoulder, 
they carry him, and set him in his 
placo, and he standeth ; from his 
placo shall ho not remove ; yea, they 
shall cry unto him, yet can he not an- 
Bwer, nor savo him out of his trouble. 

8 Remember this, and show your¬ 
selves men ; bring it again to mind, 
O ye transgressors. 

9 Rcmomcinber the former things of 
old ; for I am God, and there is none 
else ; I am God, and thero is none 
like mo. 

10 Declaring the end from tho bo¬ 
ginning, and from ancient times the 
things that are not yet done, saying, 
My counsel shall stand, ami I will do 
all my pleasure ; 

11 Calling a ravenous bird from the 
east, tho man that executcth my 
counsel from a far country ; yea, I 
havo spoken it, I will also bring it to 
pass ; I bavo purposed it, I will also 
do it. 

12 Hearken unto mo, ye stout- 
hoar tod, that are far from righteous¬ 
ness ; 

13 1 bring near my righteousness ; 
it shall not be far off, and my salva¬ 
tion shall not tarry ; and I will placo 
salvation in Zion for Israel my glory. 

CHAPTER XJjVII. 

God's judgment vpoJi^ubi/lon and Chaldea. 
OME down, and sit in tho dust, O 
virgin daughter of Babylon, sit 
on tho ground ; there is no throne, 
O daughter of tho Chaldeans ; for 
thou shalt no more bo oalled tender 
and dellcnbv 
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2 Take the millstones, and grind 
meal; uncover thy locks, make bare 
the leg, uncover the thigh, pa^s over 
the rivers. 

3 Thy nakedness shall be uncovered, 
yoa, thy shame shall be seen; I will 
take vengeance, and I will not meet 
thee as a man. 

4 As for our Redeemer, the Lord of 
hosts is his name, the Holy One of 
Israel. 

5 Sit thou silent, and get thee into 
darkness, 0 daughter of the Chal¬ 
deans ; for thou shalt no more be 
called, The lady of kingdoms. 

6 I was wroth with my people, I 
have polluted mine inheritance, and 
given them into Lhiue hand; thou 
didsl show them no mercy; upon the 
ancient hast thou very heavily laid 
thy yoke. 

7 And thou saidst, I shall be a lady 
for ever; so that thou didst not lay 
theso things to thy heart, neither 
didst remember the latter end of it. 

S Therefore hear now this, thou that 
art given to pleasures, that dwcllest 
carelessly, that sayest in thine heart, 
I am, and nono else besides me; I 
shall not sit as a widow, neither shall 
I know the loss of childron; 
y Rut those two things shall come 
to thee in a moment iu one day, the 
loss of children, and widowhood; 
they shall come upon thee in their 
perfection for the multitude of thy 
sorceries, and for the great abundance 
of thine enchantments. 

10 For thou hast trusted in thy 
wickedness; thou hast said, None 
aeeth me. Thy wisdom and thy 
knowledge, it hath perverted thee; 
and thou hast said in thine heart, I 
am, and none else besides me. 

11 Therefore shall evil come upon 
thee; thou shalt not know from 
whenoe it risetb; and mischief shall 
fall upon thee; thou shalt not be 
able to put it off; and desolation 
shall come upon thee suddenly, which 
thou shall not know. 

12 Stand now with thine enchant¬ 
ments, and with thfe multitude of thy 
sorceries, wherein thou hast lahoured 
from thy youth; if so bo thou shalt 
be able to profit, if so be thou mayest 
prevail. 

13 Thou art wearied in the multi¬ 
tude of thy aounsela. Let now the 


astrologers, the star-gaiere, the 
monthly prognosticators, stand up, 
and save thee from these things that 
shall come upon thee. 

14 Behold, they shall be as stubble; 
the fire shall burn them ; they shall 
not deliver themselves from the power 
of the flame; there shall not be aooal 
to warm at, nor fire to sit before it. 

15 Thus shall they be unto thee 
with whom thou hast laboured, even 
thy merchants, from thy youth; they 
shall wander every one to bis quarter; 
none shall save thee. 

; ^ CHAPTER XLVin. 

God , to convince the people of their foreknown 
obstinacy, revealed his prophecies—He de¬ 
liveredi his out of Babylon. 

EAR ye this, 0 house of Jacob, 
which are called by the name 
of Israel, and are come forth out of 
Lhe waters of Judah, which swear by 
the name of the Lord, and make 
mention of the Qod of Israel, but not 
in truth, nor in righteousness. 

2 For they call themselves of the 
holy city, and stay themselves upon 
the God of Israel; The Lord of hosts 
is bis name. 

3 I have deolared the former things 
from the beginning; and they went 
forth out of my mouth, and I showed 
them; I did them suddenly, and 
they came to pass. 

4 Becauso 1 knew that thou art 
obstinate, and thy neck is an iron 
sinew, and thy brow brass; 

5 I have even from the beginning 
declared it to thee; before it came to 
pass 1 showed it thee; lest thou 
ahouldest say, Mine idol hath done 
them ; and my graven image, and my 
molten image, hath oommanded them. 

6 Thou hast heard, see all this; and 
will not ye declare it? I have showed 
thee new things from this time, even 
hiddon things, and thou didst not 
know thorn. 

7 They are created now, and not 
from the beginning; evon before the 
day when thou heardest them not; 
lest thou sbouldest say, Behold, 1 
knew them. 

8 Yea, thou heardest not; yoa, thou 
knewest not; yea, from that time 
that thine ear was not opened; for I 
knew that thou wouldest deal very 
treacherously, and wast called a 
transgressor from the womb. 
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9 For my name's sake will I defer 
mine anger, and for my praise will I 
refrain for thee, lhat I cut thee not 
off. 

10 Dohold, I hare refined thee, hut 
not with silver; I have chosen theo 
in the furnace of nflliotiou. 

11 For mine own sake, even for 
mine ?wn sake, will I do it; for how 
should my Dauio bo polluted? nnd I 
will not glvo my glory unto another. 

12 Hearken unto me, 0 Jacob and 
Israel, my called ; I am he; I ain the 
first, 1 also am the last. 

13 Mino hand also hath laid the 
foundation of the earth, and my right 
hand hath spunned the heavens; 
when I call unto them, they stand up 
togother. 

14 All yc, assemble yourselves, and 
hear; which among them hath de¬ 
clared these things ? The Lord hath 
loved him; he will do his pleasure 
on Babylon, and his arm shall bo on 
the Chaldeans. 

15 I, even I, have spoken; yen, I 
have called him ; I have brought him, 
and he shall make his way prosperous. 

Ifl Coinc ye near unto me, hear ye 
this; I havo not spoken in secret 
from the beginning; from the time 
that it was, there am I; and now the 
Lord Qod, and his Spirit, hath sent 
me.

20 Go yo forth of Babylon, fleo ye 
from tho Chaldeans, with a voice of 
singing declare jo, toll ibis, utter it 
even to tho eud of the oarth ; say ye, 
The Lord hath redeemed hie servant 
Jacob. 

21 And they thirsted not when ho 
led them through Lho dcsorte; ho 
oaused the waters to How out of the 
rook for them ; he olave the rook also, 
and the waters gushed out.

The blessed death of the righteous—God re- 
primeth idolatry—Promises to the penitent. 
niUE righteous porishoth, and no 
X man layeth it to heart; and 
merciful mon are taken away, none 
ooneidoring that the righteous is 
taken away from thu evil to come. 

2 no shall entor into pooce ; they 
shall rest in their beds, eaoh one 
walking in bis uprightness. 

3 But draw near hither, ye sons of 
the soroeress, the seed of the adul¬ 
terer and tho whore. 

4 Against whom do ye sport your¬ 
selves? against whom make ye a 
wido mouth, and draw out the tonguo? 
are ye not children of transgression, 
a seed of falsehood, 

6 Inflaming yourselves with idols 
under every green tree, slaying tho 


children in the valleys under the 
olefts of the rooks ? 

6 Among the smooth stones of the 
stream is thy portion; they, they 
are thy lot; even to thorn bust thou 
poured a drink offering, thou hast 
offered a meat offering. Should I 
receive oomfort in these ? 

7 Upon a lofty and high mountain 
hast thou set thy bed; even thither 
wentest thou up to offer sacriDce. 

8 Behind the doors also and the 
posts hast thou set up thy remem¬ 
brance; for thou hast discovered thy¬ 
self to another than mo, and art gono 
up; thou hast enlarged thy bed, and 
made thoo a covenant with them; 
tbou lovedst Lheir bed whero thou 
sawost it. 

9 And thou wentest to the king 
with ointment, and didst increaso 
thy perfumes, and didst send tby 
messengers far off, and didst debase 
thyself even unto hell. 

10 Thou art wearied in the great¬ 
ness of thy way; yet saidat thou not, 
There is no hope; thou hast found 
tho life of thine hand; therefore thou 
wast not grieved. 

11 And of whom haBt thou been 
afraid or fearod, that thou hast lied, 
and hast not remembered me, nor 
laid it to thy heart ? have not X held 
my peace even of old, and thou fear- 
est me not ? 

12 I will doolare thy righteousness, 
and thy works; for they Bhall not 
profit thee. 

13 When thou oriest, let thy com¬ 
panies deliver thee; but the wind 
Bhall carry them all away; vanity 
shall take them ; hut he thAt pulteth 
his trust in me shall possess the land, 
and shall inhorit my holy mountain ; 

14 And shall say, Cast ye up, cast 
yo up, prepare the way, tako up the 
stumbliug-blook out of the way of 
my people. 

15 For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that iuhabitoth eternity, whose 
name is Holy; I dwell in tho high 
and holy place, with him also that is 
of a oontnte and hurnhle spirit, to re¬ 
vive the spirit of the humble, and to 
rovive the heart of the contrite ones. 

16 For I will not contend for ever, 
neither will I he always wroth ; for 
the spirit should fail before me, and 
the souls which X have made. 
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17 For the iniquity of his covetous¬ 
ness was 1 wroth, and siuolc him ; I 
bid me. and was wroth, and he wcDt 
on frowardly in the way of his 
heart. 

18 I have Been his ways, and will 
heal him; I will lead him also, and 
restore oomforts onto him and to his 
mourners. 

19 I create the fruit of the lips; 
Peace, peace to him that is far off 1 , 
and to him that is near, saith the 
Lord; and I will heal him. 

20 But the wicked are like the 
troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt. 

21 There is no poace, saith my God, 
to the wicked. 

CHAPTER LVIII. 

The propful txprcntlh a counterfeit fait and 
a tme—Ttu, sabbath. 

C RY aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and show 
my people their transgression, and 
the house of Jacob their sins. 

2 Yet they seek me daily, and de¬ 
light to know my ways, ns a nation 
that did righteousness, and forsook 
not the ordinance of their God; they 
ask of mo the ordinances of justice; 
they take dolight in approaching to 
God. 

3 Wherefore have we fasted, say 
they, and thou seest not? wherefore 
have we afflioted our soul, and thou 
takest no knowledge? Behold, in 
the day of your fast ye find pleasure, 
and exact all your labours. 

4 Behold, ye fast for strife and de¬ 
bate, and to smite with the fist of 
wickedness; ye shall not fast as ye 
do this day, to make your voice to be 
heard on high. 

5 Is it such a fast that I have 
ohosen? a day for a man to afflict hie 
eoul? is it to bow down his head as a 
bulrush, and to spread saokcloth and 
ashes under him? wilt thou call this 
a fast, and an accoptablo day to the 
Lord ? 

6 Is not this the fast that I have 
ohosen? to loose the bands of wick¬ 
edness, to undo the heavy burdens, 
and to let the oppressed go free, and 
that ye break every yoke? 

7 Is it not to deal thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poor 
that are cast out to thy house? whon 
thou seest the naked, that thou oo^er 


him; and that thou hide not thyself 
from thine own flesh? 

8 Then shall thy light break forth 
as the morning, and thine health 
shall spring forth speedily; and thy 
righteousness shall go before thee; 
the glory of the Lord shall be thy 
rearward. 

9 Then shall thou call, and he 
Lord shall answer; thou shalt cry, 
and he Bhall say, Here I am. If thou 
take away from the midst of thee the 
yoke, the putting forth of the finger, 
and speaking vanity; 

10 And if thou draw out thy soul 
to the hungry, and satisfy the afflicted 
bouI ; then shall thy light rise in 
obscurity, and thy darkness be as the 
noonday; 

11 And the Lord shall guide thee 
continually, and satisfy thy bouI in 
drought, and make fat thy bones; 
and thou shalt be like a watered 
garden, and like a spring of water, 
whose waters fail not. 

12 And they that shall be of thee 
shall build the old waste places; thou 
shalt raise up the foundations of 
many generations; and thou shall 
be called, The repairer of the breach, 
The restorer of paths to dwell in. 

13 If thou turn away thy foot from 
the sabbath, from doing thy pleasure 
on my holy day ; and call the sab¬ 
bath a delight, the holy of the Lord, 
honourable; and Bhalt honour him, 
not doing thine own ways, nor finding 
thine own pleasure, nor speaking 
thine own words; 

14 Then shalt thou delight thyself 
in the Lord; and I will cause thee to 
ride upon the high places of the earth, 
and feed thee with the heritage of 
Jacob thy father; for the mouth of 
iho Lord hath spoken it. 

CHAPTER LI2L 

Calamity u for tin — The covenant qj the 
Redeemer. 

B EHOLD, the Lord’s hand is not 
shortened, that it oannot save; 
noitber hi? car heavy, that it oannot 
hear; 

2 But your iniquities have leparatod 
betwecD you and your God, and your 
sins havo hid his faoe from you, that 
he will not hear. 

3 For your hands are defiled with 
blood, and your fingers with iniqui¬ 
ty: your lipe have spoken lies, you 
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tongue hath muttered pcrveraoness. 

4 None calloth for justice, nor any 
ploadeth for truth; they trust in van¬ 
ity, and speak lies; they conocivo 
mischief, and bring forth iniquity. 

5 They hatch cockutrice’ eggs, and 
weave the spider’s wob ; he that oateth 
of their eggs dicth, nod that which is 
oruehed breakolh out into a viper. 

0 Their webs shall not become gar¬ 
ments, neither skull they cover thein- 
nelvos with their works; their works 
aro works of iniquity, and the act of 
violence is in Lhoir hands. 

7 Their feet run to evil, and they 
make baste to shed innocent blood; 
their thoughts are thoughts of iniqui¬ 
ty; wasting and destruction arc in 
their paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no judgment in their 
goings; they have made them orooked 
paths; whosoever goelh theroin shall 
not know peace. 

9 Thorofore iB judgment far from 
us, noiLher doth justice overtake us; 
we wail for light, but behold obscuri¬ 
ty ; for brightness, but wo walk in 
darkness. 

10 Wo grope for the wall like the 
bliud, and we grope as if we had no 
eyes; we stumble at noonday as in 
the night; we are in desolate places 
as dead men. 

11 We roar all like bears, and mourn 
sore like doves; we look for judgment, 
but there is none; for salvation, but 
it is far off from us. 

12 For our transgressions are multi¬ 
plied bofore thee, and our sins testify 
against us; for our transgressions are 
with us; and as for our iniquities, 
wo know them; 

13 In transgressing and lying 
against the Lord, and departing away 
from our God, speaking oppression 
nud revolt, conoeiving and uttering 
from the heart words of falsehood. 

14 And judgmont is turned away 
baokward, and justice standeth afar 
off; for truth is fallen in the street, 
and oquity cannot onter. 

15 Yea, truth faileth; and he that 
departoth from ovil maketh himself a 

ray; and the Lord saw it, and it 

lapleaBed him that there was no 
judgment 

16 And he saw that there was no 
man, and wondured that there was no 


intercessor; therefore his arm brought 
salvation unto him ; and his right¬ 
eousness, it sustained him. 

17 For he put on righteousness as 
a breastplate, and a helmet of BaJ- 
vation upon his head; and he pat on 
the garments of vengeance for cloth¬ 
ing, and was olad with zeal as a cloak. 

18 According to their deeds, accord¬ 
ingly he will repay, fury to his adver¬ 
saries, recompense to his enemies; to 
the islands he will repay recompense. 

19 So shall they fear the name of 
the Lord from the west, and his glory 
from the rising of the sun. When 
the enemy shall como in like a flood, 
tho Spirit of the Lord shall lift up a 
standard against him. 

20 And tho Redeemer shall come to 
Zion, and unto them that turn from 
transgression in Jacob, saith the Lord. 

21 As for me, this is my oovenant 
with them, saith the Lord; my Spirit 
that is upon thee, and my words 
whioh I have put in thy mouth, shall 
not depart out of thy mouth, nor out 
of the mouth of thy seed, nor oot of 
tho mouth of thy seed’s seed, saith the 
Lord, from henceforth and for ever.

Tht glory of Zion. 

A RISE, shine; for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is 
risen upon thee. 

2 For, behold, the darkness shall 
cover the earth, and gross darkness 
the people; but the Lord shall arise 
upon thee, and his glory Bhall be seen 
upon thoe. 

3 And the Gentiles Bhall oome to thy 
light, and kings to the brightness of 
thy rising. 

4 Lift up thine eyes round about, 
and see; all they gather themselves 
together, they oome £o thee; thy sons 
shall oome from far, and thy daugh¬ 
ters shall bo nursed at thy side. 

5 Then thou shalt see, and flow 
together, and thine heart shall fear, 
and be enlarged; beoAuse the abun- 
danoe of the sea shall he converted 
unto thee, the forces of the Gentiles 
shall oome unto thee. 

6 The multitude of camels shall 
cover thoe, the dromedaries of Midian 
and Ephah; all they from Sheba 
Bhall oome; they shall bring gold 
and incense; and they shall show 
forth the praises of the Lord. 
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7 All Ihe flocks of Kedar shall be I 
gathered together unto thee, the rams j 
of Ncbaioth shall minister unto thee; 1 
they shall come up with acceptance 
on mine altar, and I will glorify the 
house of my glory. 

6 Who are these that fly as a cloud, 
and as the doves to their windows ? 

9 Surely the isles shall wait for me, 
and the ships of Tarshish first, to 
bring thy sons from far, their silver 
and their gold with them, unto the 
name of the Lord thy God, and to 
the Holy One of Israel, because he 
hath glorified thee. 

10 And the sons of strangers shall 
build up thy walls, and their kings 
shall minister unto thee; for in my 
wrath I smote thee, but in my favour 
have I had mercy on thee. 

11 Therefore thy gates shall be open 
continually; they shall not be sb>ut 
day nor night; that men may bring 
unto thee the forces of the Gentiles, 
and that their kings may be brought. 

12 For the nation and kingdom that 
will not serve thee shall perish ; yea, 
those nations shall be utterly wasted. 

13 Tho glory of Lebanon shall come 
unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, 
and tho box together, to beautify the 
place of my sanctuary; and I will 
make the place of my feet glorious. 

14 The eons also of them that 
afflicted thee shall come bending unto 
thee ; and all they that despised thee 
shall bow themselves down at the 
soles of thy feet; and they shall call 
thee, The city of the Lord, The Zion 
of the Holy One of Israel. 

15 Wheroas thou hast been forsaken 
and hated,so thatno man went through 
thee, I will make thee an eternal ex¬ 
cellency, a joy of many generations. 

16 Thou shalt also suck the milk of 
the Gentiles, and shalt suck the breast 
of kings; and thou shalt know thatl 
the Lord am thy Saviour and thy Re¬ 
deemer, tho Mighty One of Jacob. 

17 For brass I will bring gold, and 
for iron I will bring silver, and for 
wood braes, and for stones iron; I 
will also make thy officers peace, and 
thine oxaotors righteousness. 

16 Violence shall no more be heard 
In thy land, wasting nor destruction 
within thy borders; but thou shalt 
oall thy walls Salvation, and thy 
gates Praise. 


19 The sun shall be no more thy light 
by day ; neither for brightness shall 
tho moon give light unto thee; but 
the Lord shall he unto thee an ever¬ 
lasting light, and thy God thy glory. 

20 Thy sun shall no more go down; 
neither shall thy moon withdraw 
itself; for the Lord shall be thine 
everlasting light, and the days of thy 
mourning shall he ended. 

21 Thy people also shall be all right¬ 
eous ; they shall inherit the land for 
ever, the branch of my planting, the 
work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified. 

22 A little ono shall become a thou¬ 
sand, and a small one a strong nation; 
I the Lord will hasten it in my time. 

CHAPTER LXI. 

Tho office, of Christ—Biasings of the faithful. 
rpHE Spirit of the Lord Qod is upon 
X me;' hecausc the Lord hath 
anointed me to preach good tidings 
unto the meek ; he hath sent me to 
bind up the broken-hearted, to pro¬ 
claim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prison to them that 
arc bound; 

2 To proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lctrd, and the day of vengeance 
ofourGod; tocomfortall that mourn . 

3 To appoint anto them that mourn 
in Zion, to give unto them beauty 
for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, 
the garment of praise for the spirit 
of heaviness; that they might be called 
Trees of righteousness, The planting 
of the Lord, that he might be glorified. 

4 And they shall build the old 
wastes, they shall raise up the formcT 
desolations, and they shall repair the 
waste oities, the desolations of many 
generations. 

5 And strangers shall Btand and 
feed your flocks, and the sons of the 
alien shall he your ploughmen and 
your vine-dressers. 

6 But ye shall be named the Priests 
of the Lord; men shall call you the 
Ministers of our God ; ye shall eat 
the riches of the Gentiles, and in their 
glory shall ye boast yourselves. 

7 For your shame ye shall have 
double; and for confusion they shall re¬ 
joice in their portion; therefore in their 
land they shall possess the double; 
everlasting joy shall be unto them. 

8 For I the Lord love judgment, T 
hate robbery for burnt offering ; and 
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f will direct their work in truth, and 
I will make an everlasting covenant 
with them. 

9 And their seed shall be known 
ainoDg the Gentiles, and their off¬ 
spring among the people ; all that see 
llicin shall acknowledge them, that 
they are the seed whioh the Lord 
hath blessed. 

10 I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
my bouI shall bo joyful in my God; 
for he bath clothed mo with the 
garments of salvation, ho hath covered 
ino with tho robe of righteousness, ns 
a bridegroom dcckcth himself with 
ornaments, and as a bride adorneth 
herself with her jewels. 

11 For as the earth bringclh forth 
her bud, and as (he garden causeth 
(he things that are sown in it to 
spring forth; so tho Lord God will 
cause righteousness and praise to 
spring forth before all the nations. 

CHAPTER LXII.

F OR Zion’s sake will I not hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem's sake 
1 will not rcsl, until the righteousness 
thereof go forth as brightness, and 
the salvation thereof as a lamp that 
burneth.

7 And give bim no rest, till ho 
establish, and till ho make Jerusalem 
a praise In the earth. 

P The Lord hath sworn by his right 


hand, and by the arm of his strength. 
Surely I will no more give thy corn 
to be meat for thine enomieB; and 
the sons of the stranger shall not 
drink thy wine, for the whioh thou 
hast laboured; 

9 But they that have gathered it 
shall eat it, and praise the Lord; and 
they that have hrought it together 
shall irink it In the courts of my 
holiness. 

10 Go through, go through the 
gates; prepare ye the way of the 
people; cast up, cast up the high¬ 
way; gather out the stones; lift up 
a standard for the people. 

11 Behold, the Lord hath pro¬ 
claimed unto the end of the world, 
Bay ye to the daughter of Zion, Be¬ 
hold, thy salvation oometh; behold, 
his reward ib with him, and his work 
before him. 

12 And thoy shall call them, The 
holy people, The redeemed of the 
Lord; and thou shalt be called, 
Sought out, A city not forsaken. 

CHAPTER LXIIL

7 I will mention the loving-kind¬ 
nesses of the Lord, and tho praises of 
the Lord, according to all that the 
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Lord halh bestowed oq us, and the 
great goodness toward the house of 
Israel, which he hath bestowed on 
thorn according to his tncrcios, and 
according to tho multitude of hiB 
loving-kindnes6es. 

8 For ho said. Surely they are my 

r ple, children that will not lie; so 
was their Saviour. 

9 In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, and the Angel of his presence 
saved them; in his love and in his 
pity he redeemed them; and he bare 
them, and carried them all tho days 
of old. 

10 But they rebelled, and vexed his 
Holy Spirit; therefore he was turned 
to be their enemy, and he fought 
against them. 

11 Then he remembered the days 
of old, Moses, and his people, saying, 
Where is ho that brought them up 
out of the sea with the shephord of 
bis dock? where is he that put his 
Holy Spirit within him? 

12 That lod them by the right hand 
of Moses with his glorious arm, 
dividing the water beforo them, to 
make himself an everlasting name? 

13 That led them through the deep, 
as a horse in the wilderness, that 
they should not stumble? 

14 As a beast goeth down into the 
valley, the Spirit of the Lord caused 
him to rest; so didst thou lead thy peo¬ 
ple, to make thyself a glorious name. 

15 Look down from heaven, and be¬ 
hold from the habitation of thy holi¬ 
ness and of thy glory; where is thy 
zeal and thy Btrongth, the Bounding 
of thy bowels and of thy morcies to¬ 
ward me? are they restrained? 

10 Doubtless thou art our Father, 
though Abraham he ignorant of us, 
and Israel acknowledge us not; thou, 
0 Lord, art our Father, our Redeem¬ 
er; thy name is from everlasting. 

17 0 Lord, why hast thou suffered 
us to err from thy ways; to harden 
our heart from thy fear ? Return for 
thy servants' sake, the tribos of thine 
inheritance. 

18 The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while; our 
adversaries hare trodden down thy 
eanotuary. 

19 Wo are thine; thou nover barest 
rule over them; they wero not called 
by thy name. 


CHAPTER LXIT. 

Prayer far Christ* s tecond coming —Srm era* 
fated — i'rayrr far Zion and Jerusalm. 

O il that thou wouldest rend the 
heavens, that thou wouldest 
come down, that the mountains might

6 But we have sinned ; we are all as 
an unolean thing, and all our right¬ 
eousnesses are as filthy rag% ; and we 
all do fade as a leaf; and our iniqui¬ 
ties, like the wind, have taken ns away. 

7 And there is none that calleth upon 
thy name, that stirreth up himself to 
take hold of thee; for thou hast bid 
thy face from us, and hast consumed 
us, becau9o of our iniquities. 

8 But now, 0 Lord, thou art our 
Father; we are the clay, and thou 
our potter; and wo all are tho work 
of thy hand. 

9 Be not wroth very sore, 0 Lord, 
neither remember iniquity for ever; 
behold, see, we beseeoh thee, we are 
all thy people. 

10 Thy holy oities are a wilderness, 
Zion is a wilderness, Jerusalem a 
desolation. 

11 Our holy and our beautiful house, 
where our fathers praised thee, is 
burned up with fire; and all oar 
pleasant things are laid waste. 

12 Wilt thou refrain thyself for 
these things, 0 Lord? wilt thou hold 
thy peace, and afflict us very sure?

I AM found of them that seek after

5 Which say, Stand by thysolf, come 
not near to mo; for I am holier than 
thou. These are a smoke in my nose, 
a Are that burncth all the day. 

6 Behold, it is written before me; 
1 will not keep silenoe, but will re¬ 
compense, even recompense into their 
bosom, 

7 Tour iniqnities, and the iniquities 
of your fathers together, saith the 
Lord, whioh have burned inoonso 
upoD the mountains, and blasphemed 
me upon the hills; therefore will I 
measure their former work into their 
bosom. 

8 Thus Baith the Lord, As the new 
wino Is found in the oluster, and one 
saith, Destroy it not; fora blessing 
is in it; so will I do for my servants’ 
sake, that I may not destroy them all. 

9 And T will bring forth a seed out 
of Jacob, and out of Judah an in¬ 
heritor of ray mountains; and mine 
elect shall inherit it, and my servants 
shall dwell there. 

10 And Sharon Bhal] be a fold of 
flocks, and the valley of Aohor a 
pla'.e for the hords to lie down in, for 
aiy people Ibat have sought mo. 

11 But ye are they that forsake the 
Lord, that forget my holy mountain, 
that prepare a tublo for that troop, 
and that furnish the drink offering 
unto that number. 

12 Therefore will I number you to 
tho sword, and ye shall all bow down 
to the slaughter; booause when I 
nailed, ye did not answer? when I 
Ipake, ye did not hour; but did ovil 
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before mine eyes, and did ohoose that 
wherein I dolighted not. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, my servants shall eat, 
hut ye shall be hungry; behold, my 
servants shall drink, but ye shall be 
thirsty; behold, my servants shall 
rejoice, but ye shall he ashamed, 

14 Behold, my servants shall sing 
for joy of heart, but yo shall ory for 
sorrow of heart, and shall howl for 
vexation of spirit. 

15 And ye shall leave your name 
for a curse onto my ohosen; for the 
Lord God shall slay thee, and oall 
his servants by another name; 

16 That he who blesseth himself in 
the earth shall bless himself in the 
God of truth; and he that Bweareth 
in the earth shall swear by the God 
of truth ; because the former troubles 
are forgotten, and because they are 
hid from mine eyes. 

17 For, behold, I create new hea¬ 
vens and a new earth; and the former 
■hall not be remembered, nor come 
into mind. 

18 But be yo glad and rejoioe for 
ever in that whioh I create; for, be¬ 
hold, 1 oreate Jerusalem a rejoicing, 
and her people a joy. 

19 And 1 will rejoice in Jerusalem, 
and joy in my people; and the voice 
of weeping shall he no more heard in 
her, nor the voioe of orying. 

20 Tn those dayB there shall be no 
more thonoo an infant of days, nor 
an old man that hath not filled his 
days; for the child shall not die, but 
shall live to be an hundred years old ; 
but the sinner, living to be an hun¬ 
dred years old, shall he aooursed. 

21 And they shall bnild houses, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and eat the fruit of them. 

22 They shall not build, and an¬ 
other inhabit; they shall not plant, 
and another eat; for as the days of 
a tree are tho days of my people, and 
mine elect shall long enjoy tne work 
of their hands. 

23 They Bh&lt not labour In vain, 
nor bring forth for trouble; for they 
are the Beed of the blessed of the 
Lord, and their offspring with them. 

24 And it shall oome to pass, that 
before they oall, 1 will answer; and 
while they are yet speaking, I will 
hear. 
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25 The wolf and toe lamb shall Teed 


together, und the Hon shall cat straw 
liko llio hullook; and dust shall he 
Lho serpent's meat. They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy moun¬ 
tain, saith lho Lord. 

CHAPTER LXVI. 

Go>l will be served in /tumble sincerity — 
Gr*r$ severe judgments against the. wicked. 
II US saith Lho Lord, The heaven 
is my throne, and the earth is 
my footslool; where is the house that 
yo build onto me; and where i9 lho 
place or iny rust ? 

2 For all thoso things bath mine 
hand made, and all those things have 
been, saith the Lord; but to this man 
will I look, even to him that is poor 
and of a contrite spirit, and trcmbleth 
at my word. 

3 He that killcth an ox ie as if he 
slow a man; he that sacrificctb a 
lamb, as if he cut off a dog's neek ; 
be that offoreth an oblation, as if he 
offered swine's blood; he that burn- 
oth incense, as if ho blessed an idol. 
Yen, they have chosen their own 
ways, and their soul delighteth in 
their ahominations. 

4 I also will choose their delusions, 
and will bring their fears upon them; 
becauso when I called, none did an¬ 
swer ; when I spake, they did not 
hear; but they did evil before mine 
eyes, and ohoso that in which I do- 
lightod not. 

5 Iloar the word of the Lord, ye 
that tremble at his word; Your bre¬ 
thren that hated you, that oast you 
out for my namo's sako, said, Let the 
Lord be glorified; hut he Bhall ap¬ 
pear to your joy, and they shall to 
ashamed. 

6 A voioe of noise from tho city, a 
voice from the temple, a voice of tho 
Lord that rendereth recompense to 
his enemies. 

7 Before sho travailed, she hrought 
forth ; before her pain onme, she was 
doliverod of a man child. 

8 Who hath heard such a thing? 
who hath seen such things? Shall 
tho oarth bo made to bring forth In 
one day ? or shall a nation be born at 
onoe? for as Boon as Zion travailed, 
she hrought forth her children. 

0 Shall I bring to the birth, and 
not oause to bring forth? saith the 
Lord; shall I oause to bring forth, 


and shut the womh? saith thy God. 

10 Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, and 
he glad with her, all ye that love 
her; rejoice for joy with her, all ye 
that mourn for her ; 

11 That ye may suck, and bo §atis- 
fiod with the hreasts of her consola¬ 
tions; that ye may milk out, and be 
delighted with the abundance of her 
glory. 

12 For thus saith tho Lord, Behold, 
I will extend peace to her like a river, 
and the glory of tho Gentiles like s 
flowing stream ; then shall ye suck, 
yo shall be borne upon her sides, and 
be dandled upon her knees. 

13 As one whom his mother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort you; and 
ye shall be comforted in Jerusalem. 

14 And when yo see this, your heart 
shall rejoice, and your bones shall 
flourish like an herb; and the hand 
of the Lord shall bo known toward 
his servants, and his indignation to¬ 
ward his enemies. 

15 For, behold, the Lord will come 
with fire, and with his chariots like 
a whirlwind, to render his nnger with 
fury, and his rebuke with flames of 
fire. 

16 For by fire and hy his sword will 
the Lord plead with all flesh; and tin* 
slain of the Lord shall be many. 

17 They that sanctify themselves, 
and purify themselves in tho gardens 
behind one tree in the midst, eating 
swine's flosh, and the abomination, 
and tho mouse, shall be consumed 
together, eaith the Lord. 

19 For I know their works and their 
thoughts; it shall come, that I will 
gather all nations and tonguoe ; and 
they shall come, aud see my glory. 

19 And I will set a sign among 
them, and I will send those that 
esoapo of them unto the nations, to 
Tarsnish, Pul, and Lud, that draw 
the how, to Tubal and Javan, to the 
isles afar off, that have not heard my 
fame, neither have seen my glory; 
and tboy shall declare my glory 
among the Gentiles. 

20 And they shall bring all your 
hrothren for an offering unto the 
Lord out of all nations upon horecs, 
and in ohariols, and in litters, and 
upon mules, and upon swift beasts, to 
my holy mountain Jorusalom, saith 
the Lord, as the ohildron of Israel 
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bring an offering in a clean vessel 
into tho house of the Lord. 

21 And I will also take of them 
for priests aod for Lcvitea, saith the 
Lord. 

22 Far as tho new hcavone and tho 
now oarlh, whioh I will make, shall 
remain before me, saitb the Lord, bo 
shall your seed and your name remain. 

23 And it shall come to pans, that 


from one new moon to another, and 
from one sabbath to another, shall 
all flesh come to worship before me, 
saith the Lord. 

24 And they shall go forth, and look 
upon the caronsaes of the men that 
have transgrossed against me; for 
their worm shall not die, neither shall 
their fire be quenched; and they ahall 
be an abhorring unto all flesh. 


THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET JEREMIAH. 


CIIAI’TSK I. 

7V calling of J^emiah—Analmandrod and 
a talking pot — Mttsagt, against Judah. 
HE wnrds of Jeremiah the son of 
lli’kiab, of the priests that wero 
in Aimlliuth in tho land of Benjamin ; 

2 To whom tho word of the Lord 
came in the days of Josiah the Bon 
of Amon king of Judah, in the thir¬ 
teenth year of hiH reign. 

3 It came also in the days of Jehoi- 
akim Ihc eon of Josiah king of Judah, 
unto the end of the eleventh year of 
Zodekifth the sou of Josiah king of 
Judah, unto the carrying away of 
Jerusalem oaptive in the fifth month. 

4 Then tho word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

5 Before I formed thee in the belly 
I knew thee; and beforo thou oamest 
forth out of the womb I sanotitiod 
theo, and I ordained theo a prophot 
unto the nations. 

Then said I, Ah, Lord God! be¬ 
hold, I cannot Bpeak; for I am a 
child. 

7 But the Lord said unto me, Say 
not, I am a child ; for thou shall go 
to all that I shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command theo thou 
sholt speak. 

8 Be not afraid of thoir faoos; for 
I am with thoe to deliver thoe, saith 
the Lord. 

0 Thon tho Lord put forth his hand, 
and touched my mouth. And tho 
Lord said unto mo, Behold, I have 
put my words in thy mouth. 

10 Sea, I have this day set thee 
over the nations and ovor the king¬ 
doms, to root out, and to pull down, 
and to doBtroy, and to throw down, 
to build, and to plant. 

U Moroover the word of the Lord 


came unto mo, saying, Jeremiah, 
what floest thou? And I said, I see a 
rod of an almond tree. 

12 Then said the Lord onto mo, 
Thou hast well Been; for I will hasten 
my word to perform it. 

13 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, Baying, 
What seest thou? Aod I said, I see a 
seething pot; and tho face thereof 
is toward the north. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me, Out 
of the north an evil flhall break forth 
upon all the inhabitants of the land. 

15 For, lo, I will call all the fami¬ 
lies of the kingdoms of the north, 
saith the Lord; and they shall come, 
and they shall sot every one his 
throne at tho entering of the gates of 
Jerusalem, and against all the walla 
thereof round about, and against all 
the cities of Judah. 

16 And I will utter my Judgments 
against them touching all their wick¬ 
edness, who have forsaken me, and 
have burnod incense unto other gods, 
and worshipped the workfl of their 
own handB. 

17 Thou therefore gird up thy loinB, 
and arise, and speak unto them all 
that I command thee; be not dia- 
mayod at their faces, lest I confound 
thoe before them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee 
this day a defenoed oity, and an iron 
pillar, and brazen walls against the 
whole land, against the kings of 
Judah, against the prinoes thereof, 
against the priests thereof, and 
against the people of the land. 

19 And they shall fight against 
thee; but they ahall not prevail 
aguiuat thee; for I am with thee, 
saith the Lord, to deliver theo. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Ood erpostulateth loilh Israel—They are the 
causes of their oum calamities—The riru 
of Judah. 


M oreover the word of the 

Lord came to me, saying, 

2 Qo and cry in the ears of Jerusa¬ 
lem, flaying, Thus flaith the Lord; I 
remember thee, the kindness of thy 
youth, the lovo of thine espousale, 
when thou wcDtest after me in the 


wilderness, in a land that was not 


sown. 


3 Israel was holinesB unto the Lord, 
and the first-fruits of his increase; 
all that devour him shall offend; evil 
shall come upon them, aaith the Lord. 

4 Hear ye the word of the Lord, 0 
house of Jacoh, and all the families 
of the houfle of Israel; 

5 Thus eaith the Lord, What iniquity 
have your fathers found in me, that 
they are gone far from me, and have 
walked after vanity, and are become 
vain ? 

6 Neither said they, Where is tho 
Lord that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through 
the wilderness, through a land of 
deserts and of pits, through a land of 
drought, and of the shadow of death, 
through a land that no man passed 
through, and wbero no man dwelt ? 

7 And I brought you into a plentiful 
country, to cat the fruit thereof and 
the goodness thereof; but when ye 
enterod, ye defiled my land, and 
made mine heritage an abomination. 

8 The priests said not, Where is 
the Lord ? and they that handle the 
law knew me not; the pastors also 
transgressed against me, and the 
prophets prophesied by Baal, and 
walaed after tilings that do not profit. 

9 Wherefore I will yet plead with 
you, saith the Lord, and with your 
ohildrcn’s children will I plead. 

10 For pass over the isles of Chit* 
tim, and seo; and send unto Kedar, 
and consider diligently, and see if 
there be euch a thing. 

11 Hath a nation ohanged their 
gods, whioh are yet no gods ? but my 
people have ohanged their glory for 
that whioh doth not profit. 

12 Be astoniehed, 6 ye heavens, at 
this, and be horribly afraid, be ye 
very desolate, saith the Lord. 

13 For my people have oommitted 


two evils; they have forsaken me the 
fountain of living waters, and hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns, 
that can hold no water. 

14 Is Israel a eervant? is he a 
home-born slave? why is he spoiled? 

15 The young lions roarea upon 
him, and yelled, and they made hie 
land waBte; his cities are burned 
without inhabitant. 

16 Also the children of Noph and 
Tahapanes have broken the crowo 
of thy head. 

17 Hast thou not procured this unto 
thyself, in that thou hast forsaken 
the Lord thy God, when he led the«- 
by the way ? 

18 And now what hast thou to do 
in the way of Egypt, to drink the 
waters of Sihor? or what hast thou 
to do in the way of Assyria, to drink 
the waters of the river? 

ID Thine own wickedness shall cor 
rect thee, and thy backslidings shall 
reprove thee; know therefore and see 
that it is an evil thing and bitter, that 
thou hast forsaken the Lord tby God. 
and that my fear is not in thee, sailh 
the Lord God of hosts. 

20 For of old time I have broken 
thy yoke, and burBt thy bands; aud 
thou saidst, I will not transgress 
when upon every high hill and under 
every green tree thou wanderes;, 
playing the harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed; how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine UDto me ? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee mnoh Boap, yet 
thine iniquity is marked hefore me. 
eaith the Lord God. 

23 How canst thou say, I am not 
polluted, I have not gone afle; 
Baalim ? See thy way in the valley, 
know what thou hast done ; thou art a 
swift dromedary traversing her ways; 

24 A wild ass used to the wilder- 
ness, that snuffeth up tho wind at her 
pleasure; in her occasion who can 
turn her away ? all they that seek 
her will not weary tbomselves ; in her 
month they shall not find her. 

25 Withhold thy foot from being 
nnshod, and thy throat from thirst; 
but thou saidst, There is no hope; 
no ; for I have loved etrangers, and 
after them will I go. 



CHAPTER III. 


ra# 


26 As the thief is ashamed when he is 
found, bo is the house of Israel aBham- 
od; they, their kings, their princoe, 
and their prieetB, and their prophets, 

27 Saying to a stock, Thou art my 
father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me forth ; for they have turn¬ 
ed their back unto me, and not their 
face; hut in the time of their trouble 
they will Bay, Arise, and save ue. 

28 Dul where arc thy goda that thou 
bast made thee? let them arise, if 
tbey can save thee in the time of thy 
trouble; for according to the numher 
of thy cities are thy gods, 0 Judah. 

29 Wherefore will yo plead with me ? 
ye all have f ransgressed against me, 
saith the Lord. 

30 In vain have I smitten your chil¬ 
dren; they received no correction; 
your own sword hath devoured your 
prophets, like a destroying lion. 

31 0 generation, see ye the word of 
the Lord. Ilave I been a wilderness 
unto Israel? a land of darkness? 
wherefore say my people. Wo arc 
lords; we will come no more unto thee ? 

32 Can a maid forget her orna¬ 
ments, or a bride her attire ? yet my 
people have forgotten me days with¬ 
out numbor. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to 
seek lovo? therefore hast thou also 
taught the wicked ones thy wnys. 

34 Also in thy skirts is found tho 
blood of the souls of the poor inno¬ 
cents; I have not found it by secret 
search, but upon all these. 

35 Yet thou sayest, Because I am 
innocent, surely hie anger shall turn 
from me. Behold, I will plead with 
theo, because thou sayest, I havo not 
sinned. 

36 Why gaddost tliou about so much 
to change thy way? thou also shalt 
Se ashamed of Egypt, as thou wast 
ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou shall go forth from him, 
and thine hands upon thine head; for 
the Lord hath rejected thy confidences, 
and thou sbalt not prosper iD them. 

CUArTEll III. 

(itafj gr eat mere]/ — Judah’i vtU whoredom — 
Itrael reproved. 

T HEY say, If a man put away his 
wifo, and she go from him, and 
booomo another man’s, shall ho return 
unto her again? shall not that land 
be greatly polluted? but thou hast 


played the harlot with many lovers; 
yet return again to me, saith the Lord. 

2 Lift up thine eyes unto the high 
plaoes, and see where thou bast not 
neon lain with. In the ways hast 
thou sat for them, as the Arabian in 
the wilderness; and thou hast pol¬ 
luted the land with thy whoredoms 
and wickedness. 

3 Therefore thy showers have been 
withholden,and there hath heen no lat¬ 
ter rain; and thou hadst a whore’s fore¬ 
hand, thou refusedst to be ashamed. 

4 Wilt thou not from this time cry 
unto me, My father, thou art the 
guide of my youth? 

ft Will he reserve his anger for ever? 
will he keep it to tho end? Behold, 
thou hast spokon and done evil things 
as thou couldest. 

6 The Lord said also unto me in the 
days of Joeiah the king, Hast thou 
seen that which backsliding Israel 
hath done? she is gone up upon 
every high mountain and under every 
green tree, and there hath played the 
harlot. 

7 And I said after she had done all 
these things, Turn thou unto me. But 
she returned not. And her treach¬ 
erous Bister Judah saw it. 

8 And I saw, when for all the oauses 
whereby backsliding Israel commit¬ 
ted adultery, I had put her away, 
and given her a bill of divoroe; yet 
her treaoherous 9ister Judah feared 
not, but went and played the harlot 
also. 

9 And it came to pass through th< 
lightness of her whoredom, that Bhi 
defiled the land, and committed adul 
tery with stonee and with Btooks. 

10 And yeL for all this her treaoh 
erous sister Judah hath not turnea 
unto me with her whole heart, but 
feigncdly, Baith the Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, The 
backsliding Israel hath justified her¬ 
self more than treaoherous Judah. 

12 Go and proclaim these words 
toward tho north, and say, Return, 
thou baoksliding Israel, saith the 
Lord; and I will not oauee mine 
anger to fall upon you; for I am 
merciful, saith the Lord, and I will 
not keop anger for ever. 

13 Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against 
the Lord thy God, and hast scattered 
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thy ways to tho strangers under every 
green tree, and ye have not obeyed 
my voice, saith the Lord. 

14 Turn, 0 backsliding children, 
saith the Lord; for I am married 
unto you; and I will take you one of 
a oity, and two of a family, and I will 
bring you to Zion; 

15 And I will give you pastors ac¬ 
cording to mine heart, which shall 
feed you with knowledge and under¬ 
standing. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be multiplied and increased in the 
land, in those days, Baith the Lord, 
they shall say no more, The ark of the 
oovenant of tho Lord; nciLhcr shall it 
come to mind; neither shall they re¬ 
member it; neither Bhall they visit it; 
neither shall that be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jeru¬ 
salem the throne of tho Lord, and all 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, 
to the name of tho Lord, to Jerusalem; 
neither shall they walk auy more after 
the imagination of their evil heart. 

18 In those days tho house of Ju¬ 
dah shall walk with the house of Is¬ 
rael, and they shall come together out 
of the land of the north to the land 
that I have given for an inheritance 
unto your fathers. 

IV But I said, How shall I put thee 
among the children, and give thee a 
pleasant land, a goodly heritage of 
the hosts of nations? and I said, 
Thou shalt call mo, My father; and 
shalt not turn away from me. 

20 Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her husband, so have 
ye dealt treacherously with me, 0 
house of Israel, saith the Lord. 

21 A voice was heard upon the high 
places, weeping and supplications of 
the ohildren of Israel; lor they have 
perverted their way, and they have 
forgotten the Lord their Ood. 

22 Return, ye backsliding children, 
and I will heal your baokslidings. 
Behold, we come unto thee; for thou 
art the Lord our Qod. 

23 Truly in vain is salvation hoped 
for from the hills, and from the mul¬ 
titude of mountains; truly in the Lord 
our Qod is the salvation of Israel. 

24 For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our youth; 
their flooks and their herds, their sons 
and their daughters. 


25 We He down in our shame, and 
our confusion covcreth us; for we 
have sinned against the Lord onr Qod, 
we and our fathers, from onr youth 
even unto this day, and have not 
obeyed the voice of the Lord our Qod. 
CHAPTER IV. 

Ood ealleth Israel by hi* promise—He e» 
horteih Jwlah to repentenot—A grievous 
lamentation . 

I F thou wilt return, 0 Israel, saith 
the Lord, return unto me; and if 
thou wilt put away thine abomina¬ 
tions out of my sight, then shalt thou 
not remove. 

2 And thou shalt swear, The Lord 
liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in 
righteousness; and the nation shall 
bless themselves in him, and in him 
shall they glory. 

3 For thus saith the Lord to the 
men of Judah and Jerusalem, Break 
up your fallow ground, and sow not 
among thorns. 

4 Circumcise yourselves to the Lord, 
and take away the foreskins of your 
heart, ye men of Judah and inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; lest my fury come 
forth like a fire, and burn that none 
can quench it, because of the evil of 
your doings. 

5 Deolare ye in Judah, aDd publish 
in Jerusalem ; and say, Blow ye tho 
trumpet in the land; ory, gather to¬ 
gether, and say, Assemblo yourselves, 
and let us go into the defenoed cities. 

6 Set up the standard toward Zion; 
retire, stay not; for I will bring evil 
from the north, and a great destruc¬ 
tion. 

7 The lion is come up from his 
thicket, and Lhe destroyer of the 
Gentiles is on his way; he is gone 
forth from his place to make thy 
land desolate; and "thy cities shall be 
laid waste, without an inhabitant. 

8 For this gird you with sackcloth, 
lament and howl; foi the fierce anger 
of the Lord is not turned book from 
ns. 

9 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, saith the Lord, that the heart of 
the king shall perish, and the heart 
of the prinoes; and the priests shall 
be astonished, and the prophets shall 
wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord Qodl 
surely thou hast greatly deceived 
this people and Jerusalem, saying. 
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Ye ihall havo peace, whereas the 
■word reaohetk unto the bouI. 

11 At that time shall it be said to 
this people and to Jerusalem, A dry 
wind of the high places in the wilder¬ 
ness towurd the daughter of my peo¬ 
ple, not to fan, nor to cleanse, 

12 Even a full wind from those 
places shall come unto me; now also 
will I giro ecntence against thorn. 

13 Behold, ho shall come up as 
olouds, and his chariots Bhall be as 
a whirlwind; his horses are swifter 
than eagles. Woo unto us! for we 
are spoiled. 

14 0 Jerusalem, wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou mayeet 
be saved. IIow long shall thy rain 
thoughts lodge within thee? 

15 For a voice dcclnroth from Dan, 
and publiskcth affliction from mount 
Epbraim. 

16 Make ye mention to the nations; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, 
that watchers come from a far coun¬ 
try, and give out their voioe against 
tho cities of Judah. 

17 As keepers of a field, are they 
against hor round about; because 
she bath been rebellious against me, 
eaith the Lord. 

18 Thy way and thy doings have 
prooured these things unto thee; this 
is thy wickodness, because it is bitter, 
because it reachoth unto thine heart. 

19 My bowels, my bowels! I am 
pained at my very heart; my heart 
rnakoth a noise in mo; I cannot hold 
my peace, booause thou hast heard, 
0 my bouI, the sound of the trumpet, 
tho alarm of war. 

20 Destruction upon destruction is 
oriod; for tho whole land is spoiled; 
suddenly are my tents spoiled, and 
my curtains in a moment. 

21 How long shall I see the standard, 
and hear the sound of the trumpot? 

22 For my people is foolish, thoy 
liavo not known me; they are sottish 
children, and thoy have none under¬ 
standing ; they are wise to do evil, but 
to do good they have no knowledge. 

23 I hoheld the earth, and, lo, it was 
without form, and void ; and the hea¬ 
vens, and thoy had no light. 

24 I beheld the mountains, and, lo, 
they trembled, and all the hills moved 
lightly. 

26 I beheld, and, lo, there was no 


man, and all the birds of the heavens 
were fled. 

20 I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful 
place was a wilderness, and all the 
cities thereof wore broken down at 
the presence of the Lord, and by bis 
fierce anger. 

27 For thus bath the Lord said, 
The whole land shall bo desolate ; yet 
will I not make a full end. 

28 For this shall the earth mourn, 
and the heavens above bo black ; be¬ 
cause I have spoken it, I have pur¬ 
posed it, and will not repent, neither 
will I turn back from it. 

29 The whole oity shall flee for the 
noise of the horsemen and howmen ; 
they shall go into thiokets, and climb 
up upon the rooks; every oity Bhall be 
forsaken, and not a man dwell therein. 

30 And when thou art spoiled, what 
wilt thou do? Though tnou olotheBt 
thyself with crimson, though thou 
deokeet thee with ornaments of gold, 
though thou renteBt thy face with 
painting, in vain shalt thou make 
thyself fair; thy lovers will dospise 
thee, they will seek thy life. 

31 For I have heard a voice aB of a 
woman in travail, and the anguish as 
of bor that bringeth forth her first 
ohild, the voioe of the daughter of 
Zion, that bewaileth herself, that 
spreadeth her hands, saying, Woe is 
me now 1 for my soul is wearied be¬ 
cause of murderers. 

CHAPTER V. 

The judgment* <f Ood upon the Jew I and 
Itrael for their tins. 

UN ye to and fro through the 
streets of Jerusalem, and sco 
now, and know, and seek in the 
broad plaoes thereof, if ye oan find a 
man, if there bo any that eieouteth 
judgment, that seoketh the truth; 
and I will pardon it. 

2 And though they say, Tho Lord 
liveth ; surely they swear faUely. 

3 0 Lord, are not thine oyes upon 
the truth? thou hast stricken them, 
but they have not grieved ; thou hast 
consumed them, but they have refused 
to receive oorreotion ; they have made 
their faces harder than a rook ; they 
have refused to return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor; they are foolish; for they know 
not the way of the Lord, nor the 
judgmont of their Ood. 
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& I will get uic unto the great men, 
and will speak unto thorn; for they 
bnvc known the way pf the Lord, 
and the judgment of their God; but 
these have altogether broken the 
yoke, and hurst the hoods. 

6 Wherefore a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, and a wolf of the 
evenings shall spoil them, a leopard 
shall watch over their citieB; every 
ouo that gocth out thcnco shall be 
torn in pieces; because their trans¬ 
gressions are many, and their back- 
elidings are inorcased. 

7 How Bhall I pardon thee for this? 
thy children have forsaken me, and 
sworn by them that ore nu gnds; 
when I had fed them to the full, they 
then committed Adultery, and assem¬ 
bled themselves hy troops in tho har¬ 
lots' houses. 

8 They were as fed horses in tho 
morning; every one neighed after hie 
neighbour's wife. 

9 Shall I not visit for these things ? 
saith the Lord ; and shall not my soul 
he avenged on such a nation as this? 

10 Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy ; hut make not a full end; 
take away her battlements; for they 
are not the Lord’s. 

11 For the house of Israel and the 
house of Judah have dealt very treach¬ 
erously against me, saith tho Lord. 

12 They hove belied tho Lord, and 
said, It is not he; neither shall evil 
come upon us; neither shall wo seo 
sword nor famine; 

13 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word is not in them; 
thus shall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith tho Lord 
God of hosts, Because yo speak this 
word, hehold, I will make my words 
in thy mouth Ere, and this people 
wood, and it 6hn.ll devour them. 

15 Lo, I will bring a nation upon 
yon from far, 0 house of Israel, saith 
the Lord ; it is a mighty nation, it is 
an anoient nation, a nation whose 
language thou koowost not, neither 
understandost what they say. 

10 Their quiver is as an open sepul¬ 
chre, they are all mighty men. 

17 And they shall eat up thine har¬ 
vest and thy hread, which thy eons 
and thy daughtors should oat; they 
shall oat up thy flooks and thine 
herds , they shall cat up thy vines 


and thy flg trees ; they shall impover 
ish thy fenoed oities, wheroin thou 
trustedst, with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those dayB, saith 
the Lord, I will not make a full end 
with you. 

19 And it shall come to pass, when 
yo shall say, Wherefore doeth tho 
Lord our God all these things unto 
us? then shalt thou answer them, 
Like as ye have forsaken me, and 
served strange gods in your land, sc 
shall yo serve strangers in the land 
that is not yours. 

20 Declare this in the house of Ja¬ 
cob, and puhlish it in Judah, saying, 

21 Hear now this, 0 foolish people, 
And without understanding; which 
have eyes, and ace not; which have 
ears, and hear not; 

22 Fear yc not me ? saith the Lord ; 
will ye not tremble at my presence, 
which have placed the sand for the 
bound of the sea hy a perpetual de¬ 
cree, that it cannot pass it; and 
though the waves thereof toes them 
selves, yet can they not prevail; 
though they roar, yet can they not 
pass over it? 

23 But the people hath a revolting 
and a rebellious heart; they are re 
volted and gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, 
Let us now fear the Lord our God, 
that giveth rain, hoth the former and 
the latter, in his season ; he reserveth 
unto us the appointed weeks of the 
harvest. 

25 Your iniquities have turned away 
these things, and your sinB have with- 
holden good things from you. 

26 For among my people are found 
wicked men; they lay wait, as be 
that setteth snares; they set a trap, 
they catch men. 

27 As a cage is full of hirds, so are 
their houses full of deceit; therefore 
they Are becomegreat, and waxen rioh 

28 They arc waxen fat, theyshino: 
yea, they overpass the deeds of tho 
wicked; they judge not the cause, 
tho cause of tho fatherless, yet they 

rosper; and the right of the needy 

o they not judge. 

29 Shall I not visit for these things ? 
saith the Lord ; shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as tbis ? 

30 A wonderful and horrible thing 
is oominitted in the land; 
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.11 The prophets prophesy falsely, 
an'I the | iciest a hear rule by their 
means; and 1113 ’ people love to have 1 
ji so; and wlmt will yc do in tho end/ 
_theroor? 

C1IAPTKR VI. 

Enemies sent against Judah. 

YE children of Benjamin, gather 
yourselves to fleo out of the 
midst of Jerusalem, and blow the 
trumpet in Tokou, nod 6 et up a sign 
of fire in Both-hacocroin ; for evil 
uppeureth out of the north, and 
great destruction. 

2 I liuvo likened tbe daughter of 
Zion to a comely and delicate woman. 

3 Tho shepherds with Lheir flooks 
shall come unto hor ; they shnll piloh 
their tents against her round about; 
they shall feed every one in his 
place. 

4 Prepuro ye war against her ; arise, 
and let us go up at noon. Woo unto 
us ! for the day gocth away, for the 
shadows of tho evening aro strotched 
out. 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, and 
IcL us destroy her pntaoes. 

(j For thus hath the Lord of hosts 
,->aid, llcw yc down treos, and cast a 
mount against Jerusalem; this is the 
city to be visitod ; she is wholly op¬ 
pression in the midst of hor. 

7 As a fountain enstoth out bar wa¬ 
ters, so sbo casteth out her wioked- 
ness; violcnco and spoil is heard in 
her; before me continually is grief 
and wounds. 

3 Bo thou instructed, 0 Jerusaloin, 
lest my soul dopart from thee; lest I 
make thee desolate, a land not in¬ 
habited. 

U Thus eaith the Lord of hosts, 
They ahull thoroughly glean tho rem- 
)aut of Israol us a vino; turn back 
thino band as a grape-galhorer into 
the baskets. 

10 To whom shall I speak, and give 
warning, that thoy may hear ? Behold, 
their ear is unoircutuoised, and thoy 
cannot hourkun; bohold, the word 
of the Lord is unto them a reproach; 
they have no dolight in it. 

1 1 Therefore I am full of the fury 
of the Lord; I am weary with hold¬ 
ing in, I will pour it out upon the 
children abroad, and upon the as¬ 
sembly of young men together; for 
even the husband with the wife shall 
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be taken, tho aged with him that Is 
full of days. 

12 And their houses shall bo turned 
unto others, with their fields and 
wives together; for I will stretoh out 
my hand upon tho inhabitants of the 
land, saith the Lord. 

13 For from the least of them oven 

unto the greatest of them every one 
is given to eovetousness; and from 
tho prophet even unto the priest 
every one dealeth falsely. —, 

14 They have healed also the hart 
of the daughter of my people slightly, 
saying, Poace, peace; when there is_ 
no peace. 

15 Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination ? nay, 
they were not at all ashamed, neither 
could thoy blush; therefore they shall 
fall among them that fall; at the 
lime that I visit them they shall be 
cast down, saith the Lord. 

16 Thus saith tho Lord, Stand ye in 
the ways, and see, and ask for the 
old paths, where is the good way, 
and walk therein, and yo shall find 
rest for your souls. But they said, 
We will not walk therein. 

17 Also I set watchmen over you, 
saying, Hoarken to the sound of the 
trumpot. But they said, We will not 
hearkon. 

18 Therefore hear, ye nations, and 
know, 0 congregation, what is among 
them. 

19 Hear, 0 earth; behold, I will 
bring evil upon this people, evon the 
fruit of thoir thoughts, beoause they 
have not hearkened unto my words, 
nor to my law, but rejected it. 

20 To what purpose cometh there 
to mo inconso from Shoba, and the 
sweet oane from a far country ? your 
burnt oflbriugB are not acceptable, 
nor your saarificos sweet unto me. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lori, 
Behold, I will lay stumbling-blooks 
before Ibis people, and tbe fathers 
and the sons together shall fall upon 
them ; tho neighbour and bis friend 
shall perish. 

22 Thus saith tbe Lord, Behold, a 
peoplo ooinelh from tbe north conn- 
try, and a great nation shall be raised 
from the sides of the earth. 

23 They shall lay hold od bow and 
spear; they are cruel, and have no 
rneroy; their voice roareth like the 
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sea; and they ride upon horses, set 
in array as men Tor war against thee, 
0 daughter of Zion. 

24 We hare heard the fame thereof; 
our hands wax feeble; anguish hath 
taken hold of us, and pain, as of a 
woman in trarail. 

25 Go not forth into the field, nor 
walk by the way; for the sword of 
the enemy and fear is on every side. 

26 0 daughter of my peoplo, gird 
thee with sackcloth, and wallow thy¬ 
self in ashes ; make thee mourning, as 
for an only son, most bitter lamenta¬ 
tion ; for the spoiler shall suddenly 
oome upon us. 

27 I nave set thee for a tower and 
a fortress among my people, that thou 
mayest know and try their way. 

28 They are all grievous revolters, 
walking with slanders ; they are brass 
and iron ; they are all corrupters. 

29 Tho bellows are burned, the lead 
is oonsumed of the fire; the founder 
melteth in vain; for the wicked are 
not plucked away. 

30 Reprobate silver ehall men call 
them, because the Lord hath rejected 
them. 


V—CHAPTER VII. 

, Jeremiah u tent to call for true repentance , 
to prevent the Jerwt’ captivity. 

T HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Stand in the gate of the Lord’B 
house, and proclaim there this word, 
and say, Hear the word of the Lord, 
all ye of Judah, that enter in at these 
gatos to worship the Lord. 

3 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, Amend your ways 
and your doings, and I will oause 
you to dwell in this place. 

4 Trust ye not in lying words, say¬ 
ing, The temple of the Lord, The 
temple of the Lord, The tcmplo of 
the Lord, are those. 

5 For if ye thoroughly amend yoar 
ways and your doings; if ye tho¬ 
roughly exeoute judgment botween a 
man and his neighbour; 

6 If ye oppross not the strangor, the 
fatherless, and the widow, and Bhod 
not innocent blood in this place, nei¬ 
ther walk after other gods to your 
hurt; 

7 Then will I oause yon to dwell 
In this plaoe, in the land that I gave 
to your fathers, for ever and ever. 


8 Behold, ye trust in lying words, 
that cannot profit. 

9 Will ye steal, murder, and com¬ 
mit adultery, and swear falsely, and 
bum incense unto Baal, and walk 
after other gods whom ye know not; 

10 And come and stand before me 
in this house, which is called by my 
name, and say, We are delivered to 
do all these abominations? 

11 Is this house, which is called by 
my name, become a den of robbori 
in your eyes? Behold, oven I have 
seen it, saith the Lord. 

12 But go ye now unto my place 
which was in Shiloh, where I set my 
name at the first, and see what I did 
to it for the wickedness of my people 
Israel. 

13 And now, because ye have done 
all these works, saith the Lord, and 
I spake unto you, rising up early 
and speaking, but ye heard not; and 
I'called you, but ye answered not; 

14 Therefore will I do unto this 
house, which is called by my name, 
wherein yc trust, and unto the place 
which I gave to you and to your 
fathers, as I have done to Shiloh. 

15 And I will oast you out of my 
sight, as I have cast out all your bro 
thren, even the whole seed of Ephraim. 

16 Therefore pray not thou for (his 
peoplo, neither lift up cry nor prayer 
for them, neither make intercession 
to me; for I will not hear thee. 

17 Seest thou not what they do in 
the cities of Judah and in the streets 
of Jerusalem? 

IS The children gather wood, and 
the fathers kindle the fire, and the 
women knead thair dough, to make 
cakes to the queen of heaven, and lo 
pour out drink offerings onto other 
gods, that they may provoke me to 
anger. 

19 Do they provoke me to anger? 
saith the Lord; do they not provoke 
themselves to the oonfusion of their 
own faces ? 

20 Therefore thus saith tho Lori 
God; Behold, mine anger and my 
fury shall be poured out upon this 
place, upon man, and upon beast, nml 
upon the trees of the field, and upon 
the fruit of the ground; and it shall 
burn, aDd shall not bo quenched. 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Put your burnt 



CHAPTER VIIL 746 


offerings unto your sacrifices, and eat 
flesh. 

22 For I spake not unto your fathers, 
nor commanded them in the day that 
I brought them out. of the land of 
Egypt, concerning burnt offerings or 
sacrifices; 

23 But this thing commanded I 
them, saying, Obey my roioe, and I 
will be your God, and ye shall be my 
people; and walk ye in all the ways 
that 1 have commanded you, that it 
may be well uuto you. 

24 But they hearkened not, nor in¬ 
clined their ear, but walked in the 
counsols, and in tho imagination of 
their ovil heart, and went backward, 
and not forward. 

25 Since the day that your fathers 
came forlh out of Lhe land of Egypt 
unlo this day, I have even sent unto 
you all my servants the prophets, daily 
rising up early and sending them. 

20 Yet they hearkened not unto me, 
nor inolined their car, but hardened 
their neok; they did worse than their 
fathers. 

27 Therefore thou shalt speak all 
these words unto them; but they will 
noL hearken to tbee; thou shalt also 
oall unto them ; but they will not an¬ 
swer thee. 

23 But thou shalt say unto them, 
This ib a nation that obeyeth not the 
voioe of tbe Lord their God, nor re- 
oeivoth correction ; truth is perished, 
and is out off from their mouth. 

29 Cut off thino hair, 0 Jerusalem, 
and cast it away, and take up a 
lamentation on high places; for tho 
Lord hath rejeotod and forsaken the 
generation of his wrath. 

30 For tho childron of Judah have 
done ovil in my sight, saith the Lord; 
they have sot ihoir abominations in 
tho house which is called by my name, 
lo polluto it. 

31 And Ihoy nave built the high 

f daces of Tophot, which is in the val- 
oy of the son of Hinnorn, to burn 
their sons and their daughters in tho 
fire; whioh I commanded them not, 
neither oame it into my heart. 

32 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that it shall no moro 
be oallod Tophot, nor The valley of 
the son of Uinnoin, but The valley 
of slaughter,; for thoy shall bury in 
Tophut, till there be no place. 


33 And the carcasses of this people 
Bhall be meat for the fowls of the 
heaven, and for the beasts of the 
earth; and none shall fray them away. 

34 Thon will I oause to cease from 
tbe oities of Judah, and from the 
Btreets of Jerusalem, the voice of 
mirth, and tho voice of gladness, the 
voioe of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the hride; for the land shall 
be desolate. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The calamity of the Jew*—Their grievota 
judgment. 

T that time, saith the Lord, they 
shall bring out the bones of the 
kings of Judab, and the bones of his 
princes, and the bones of the priests, 
and the bones of the prophets, and 
the bones of the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, out of their graves ; 

2 And they shall spread them be¬ 
fore tho sun, and the moon, and all 
the host of heaven, whom they have 
lovod, and whom they have served, 
and after whom they have walked, 
and whom they have sought, and 
whom they have worshipped; they 
shall not be gathered, nor be buried, 
they shall be for dung upon tho face 
of the earth. 

3 And death shall be ohosen rather 
than life by all the residue of them 
that romain of this evil family, whioh 
remain in all the plaoes whither I 
have driven them, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

4 Moreovor thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord; Shall 
they fall, and not arise? shall he 
turn away, and not return ? 

5 Why then is this people of Jeru¬ 
salem slidden baok by a perpetual 
backsliding? thoy hold fast uecoit, 
they rofuse to return. 

6 I hearkened and heard, but they 
Bpake not aright; no man repented 
him of hie wickedness, saying, What 
have I done ? overy one turned to 
his course, as the horse ruehelh into 
the battle. 

7 Yea, the stork in the heaven 
knoweth her appointed times; and 
the turtle and the ornne and the 
swallow observe the time of their 
coming; but my pooplo know not the 
judgment of tho Lord. 

8 How do ye say, We are wise, and 
the law of the Lord is with ub? Lo, 
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certainly in vain made he It; the pen 
of the ecribcs is in vain. 

9 The wise men are ashamed, thoy 
are dismayed and taken; lo, they 
have rejected the word of the Lord; 
and what wiBdom is in them ? 

10 Therefore will I give their wives 
unto otherB, and their fields to them 
that Bhall inherit them ; for every one 
from the leaBt even onto the greatest 
i9 given to covctouBnesB, from tho 
prophet even unto the priest every 
one dealeth falsely. 

11 For they have healed the hurt 
of the daughter of my people slightly, 
Baying, Peace, peace; when there is 
no peace. 

12 Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, 
they were not at all ashamed, neither 
could they hlush; therefore shall they 
fall among them that fall; in the time 
of their visitation they shall be cast 
down, saith the Lord. 

13 I will surely consume them, saith 
the Lord; Lhere shall be no grapes 
on the vine, nor figs on the fig tree, 
and tho leaf shall fade; and the 
things that I have given them shall 
pass away from them. 

14 Why do wo sit still? assemble 
yourselves, and let us enter into the 
defenced oities, and let us be silent 
thore; for the Lord our God hath 
put us to silence, and given us water 
of gall to drink, because we have 
sinned against the Lord. 

15 We looked for peace, but no good 
came; and for a time of health, and 
behold trouble! 

16 The snorting of his horses was 
heard from Dan; the whole land 
trembled at the sound of the neighing 
of his strong oneB ; for they are come, 
and have devoured the land, and all 
that iB in it; the oity, and those that 
dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send serpents, 
oookatrioes, among you, which will 
not be oharmod, and they shall bite 
you, saith the Lord. 

18 When I would oomfort rnysolf 
against sorrow, my heart is faiut in me. 

19 Behold the voice of the cry of 
the daughter of my people beoause 
of them that dwell in a far country ; 
Is not the Lord in Zion? is nut her 
king in her? Why have they pro¬ 
voked me to anger with their graven 


images, and with strange vanities? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved. 

21 For the hurt of the daughter of 
my people am I hurt; I am black; 
astonishment hath taken hold on me. 

22 Is there no balm in Gilead ? is 
there no physician there ? why then 
is not the health of the daughter of 
my people recovered ? 

CHAPTER IX. 

Jeremiah lamenteth—Disobedience the tau « 
of bitter calamity. 

II that my head were waters, and 
mine eyes a fountain of tears, 
that I might weep day and night for 
the slain of the daughter of my 
people ! 

2 Oh that I had in the wilderness a 
lodging-place of wayfaring men, 
that I might leave my people, and go 
from them ! for they be all adulterers, 
an assembly of treacherous men. 

3^ And they bend their tongiee like 
their bow for lies; but they are not 
valiant for tho troth upon the earth . 
for they proceed from evil to evil, and 
they know not me, saiih the Lord. 

4 Take ye heed every one of his 
neighbour, and trust ye not in anv 
brother ; for every brother will utterly 
supplant, and every neighbour will 
walk with Blandcrs. 

5 And thoy will deceive every ono 
his neighbour, and will nut speak the 
truth ; they have taught their tongue 
to speak lies, and weary themselves 
to commit iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the oil Jest 
of deceit; through deceit they refuse 
to know me, saith the Lord. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, Behold, 1 will melt them, and 
try them ; for how shall I do for the 
daughter of my people? 

8 Their tonguo is as an arrow shot 
out; it spcakelh deceit: onespoaketb 
poaocably to his neighbour with hit 
mouth, but in heart he iayeth his wait 

9 Shall I not visit them for tbeso 
things? saith the Lord ; shall not my 
soul bo avenged on such a nation as 
this ? 

10 For the mountains will I take up 
a weeping and wailing, nnd for the 
habitations of the wilderness a lam¬ 
entation, beoause they are burned up, 
so that none oan pass tbrough them ; 
neither can men hear the voioe of the 
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cattle ; both the fowl of the heavens 
»Dd tho beast are fled; they are 
gone. 

11 And 1 will make Jerusalem 
heaps, and a don of dragons; and I 
will make tho cities of Judnh deso- 
lato, without an inhabitant. 

12 Who is tho wise man, that may 
understand this? and who is ho to 
whom the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken, that ho may declare it, for 
what the land perisheth and is burned 
up like a wilderness, that none pass- 
eth through ? 

13 And tho Lord saith, Becauso 
they have forsaken my law which I 
sot before them, and havo not obeyed 
my voice, neither walked therein; 

14 But have walked aftor the 
imagination of their own heart, and 
after Baalim, which thoir fathers 
taught thorn ; 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will feed them, even this people, with 
wormwood, and give them water of 
gall to drink. 

10 I will scatter them also among 
tho heathen, whom neithor they nor 
thoir fathers havo known ; and I will 
send a sword aftor them, till I havo 
consumed them. 

17 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Consider yo, aDd aall for the mourn¬ 
ing women, that they may come; and 
send for cunning women, that thoy 
may como 

18 And let them make haste, and 
lake up a wailing for us, that our 
eyes may run down with tears, and 
our eyolids gush out with waters. 

10 For a voioo of wailing is heard 
out of Zion, IIow arc wo spoiled ! we 
arc greatly confoundod, because we 
havo forsaken tho land, beoause our 
dwellings have oust us out. 

20 Yot hear tho word of tho Lord, 
0 yo women, and lot your ear receive 
the word of his mouth, and teach 
your daughters wailing, and every 
one her neighbour lamentation. 

21 For death is dome up into our 
windows, and is entered into our 
palaces, to out off the ohildren from 
without, and the young men from the 
stroetB. 

22 Spoak, Thus saith the Lord, 
Even tho carcasses of men shall fall 
as dung upon the open field, and as 


the handful after the harvestman, 
and none shall galhor them. 

23 Thus saith the Lord, Let not the 
wise man glory in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty men glory in his 
might, let not the rich man glory in 
his riches ; 

24 But let him that glorieth glory 
in this, that he understandeth and 
knowoth me, that I am the Lord 
which exercise loving-kindness, judg¬ 
ment, and righteousness, in the earth; 
for in these things I delight, saith 
the Lord. 

25 Behold, the days oome, saith the 
Lord, that I will punish all them 
which are circumcised with the unoir- 
cumcised; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, 
and the ohildren of Ammon, and 
Moab, and all that are in the utmost 
corners, that dwell in the wilderness; 
for all these nations are unoiroum- 
oised, and all the house of Israel are 
uncircumcieod in the heart. 

CHAPTER X. 

The unequal comparison of God and idolt 
— The. prophet lammteth the gpoQ of the 
tabemaele. 

H EAR ye the word whioh the 
Lord speaketh unto you, 0 
house of Israel; 

2 Thus saith the Lord, Learn not 
tho way of the heathen, and be not 
dismayed at tho signs of hei ven ; for 
the heathen are dismayed at them. 

3 For tho customs of the people are 
vain; for one outteth a tree out of the 
forest, the work of the hands of the 
workman, with the axe. 

4 They dock it with silver and with 
gold; they fasten it with nails and 
with hammers, that it move not. 

5 They are upright as the palm 
tree, but speak not; they must needs 
be borne, beoause they oannot go. 
Be not afraid of them; for they can 
not do evil, neither also is it in them 
to do good. 

6 Forasmuch as there iB none like 
unto thee, 0 Lord; thoa art great, 
and thy name is great in might. 

7 Who would not foar thee, 0 King 
of nations 7 for to thee doth it ap¬ 
pertain ; forasmnoh as among all the 
wise men of tho nations, and in all 
their kingdoms, thero is none like 
nnto thee. 

8 But they are altogether brutish 
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and foolish ; the stock Is a doctrine 
of vanities. 

9 Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tarehish, and gold from Uphaz, 
the work of tho workman, and of the 
hands of the founder; blue and purple 
is their clothing; they are all the 
work of cunning men. 

10 Bat the Lord is the true God, 
he iB the living God, and an everlast¬ 
ing King; at his wrath the earth 
shall tremble, and the nations shall 
not be able to abide his indignation. 

11 Thus shall ye say unto them, 
The gods that have not made the 
heavens and the earth, even they 
shall perish from the earth, and from 
under these heavens. 

12 He bath made the earth by his 

ower, he hath established tho world 

y his wisdom, and hath stretched 

out the heavens by his discretion. 

13 When he uttereth his voice, thero 
is a multitude of waterB in the hea¬ 
vens, and he causelh the vapours to 
ascend from the ends of the earth ; 
he maketh lightnings with rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his 
treasures. 

14 Every man is brutish in hiB 
knowledge; every founder is con¬ 
founded by the graven image; for 
his molten image is falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work 
of errors; in the time of their visita¬ 
tion they shall perish. 

10 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them; for he is the formorof all things ; 
and Israel is the rod of his inherit¬ 
ance; Tho Lord of hosts is his name. 

17 Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, 0 inhabitant of the fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lord, Behold, 
I will sling out the inhabitants of tho 
land at this once, and will distress 
them, that they may find it so. 

19 Woo is me for my hurt! my 
wound is grievous; but I said, Truly 
this is a grief, and I must bear it. 

20 My tabernaole is spoiled, and all 
my oords are broken; my ohildren 
are gone forth of me, and they are 
not; there is none to stretch forth my 
tent any more, and to sot up my our- 
tains. 

21 For the pastors are become 
brutish, and have not sought the 
Lord; therefore they shall not prosper, 


and all their flocks shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is 
come, and a great commotion out of 
the north country, to make tho cities 
of Judah desolate, and a den of dra¬ 
gons. 

23 0 Lord, I know that the way of 
man is not in himself; it is not in 
man that walketh to direct his steps. 

24 0 Lord, correct me, but with 
judgment; not in thine anger, lest 
thou bring me to nothing. 

25 Poor out thy fury upon the hea¬ 
then that know theo not, and upon 
the families that call not on thy name, 
for they have eaten up Jacob, and de¬ 
voured him, and consumed him, and 
have made his habitation desolate. 

CI1APTER XI. 

Jeremiah proelaimsth God’s covenant. 

T HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of this covenant, 
and speak unto the men of Judah, and 
to the inhabitants of Jerusalem ; 

3 And say thou unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel; Cursed 
be the man that obeyeth not the 
words of this covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your fathers 
in the day that I brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, from tho 
iron furnace, saying, Obey my voice, 
and do them, according to all which 
I command you; so shall ye be my 
people, and I will be your God; 

5 That I may perform tho oath 
which I have sworn unto your fathers, 
to give them a land flowing with milk 
and honey, as it is this day. Then 
answered I,and said, So be it, 0 Lord. 

6 Then the Lord said unto me. 
Proclaim all these words in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jeru¬ 
salem, saying, Hear ye the words of 
this covenant, and do them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto 
your fathers in the day that I brought 
them up out of tho land of Egypt 
evon unto this day, rising early and 
protesting, saying, Obey my voice. 

8 Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
tbeir ear, but walked every one in 
the imagination of tbeir evil heart, 
thoreforo I will bring upon them all 
tho words of this covenant, which I 
oommanded them to do; but they did 
them not. 

9 And the Lord said unto mo, A 
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eon spl racy Is found among the men 
of Judah, and among the inhahitanta 
of Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned hook to the 
iniquities of their forefathers, which 
refused to hear my words; and they 
wont after other gods to serve them ; 
the house of Israel and the house of 
Judah hare broken my covenant, 
which I made with their fathers. 

11 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not be able to es- 
oapo; and though they shall cry unto 
me, I will not hearken unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah 
and inhabitants of Jerusalem go, and 
cry unto tho gods unto whom they 
offer iuccnso; but they shall not save 
them at all in the time of their trouble. 

13 For aooording to the number of 
thy cities were thy gods, 0 Judah; 
and according to tho number of the 
streets of Jerusalom have ye set up 
altars to that shameful thing, oven 
altars to burn incense unto Baal. 

14 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up a ory or prayer 
for them; for I will not hear them in 
the time that they ory unto me for 
their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and the holy 
flesh is passed from thee? when thou 
doost evil, then thoa rejoioest. 

16 The Lord oallod thy name, A 
green olive tree, fair, and of goodly 
fruit; with the noise of a great tu¬ 
mult he hath kindled fire upon it, 
and the branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lord of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the house 
of Israel and of the house of Judah, 
which they have done against thom- 
lelves to provoke me to anger in 
offering incense unto Baal. 

18 And the Lord hath given me 
knowlodge of it, and I know it; then 
thou rhowedst mo their doings. 

19 Bat I was like a lamb or an ox 
that is brought to the slaughter; and 
l knew not that they had devised 
devices against me, saying, Let ne 
destroy tho troe with the fruit there¬ 
of, and let us out him off from the 
land of tho living, that his name 
may be no more remembered. 


20 But, 0 Lord of hosts, that Judg- 
eat righteously, that triest the relni 
and the heart, let me see thy ven- 
geanoe on them; for unto thee have 
I revealed my oause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
the men of Anathoth, that seek thy 
life, saying, Prophesy not in the name 
of the Lord, that thou die not by our 
hand; 

22 Therefore thus SAith the Lord ot 
hosts, Behold, I will punish them; 
the young men shall die oy the 6word; 
their sons and their daughters shall 
die by famine; 

23 And there shall be no remnant 
of them; for I will bring evil upon 
the men of Anathoth, even the year 
of their visitation. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jeremiah c&mplaineth of the vneketTt pror 

pertly—The penitent to return from cap¬ 
tivity. 

IGIITEOUS art thou, 0 Lord, 
when I plead with thee; yel let 
me talk with thee of thy judgments; 
Wherefore doth the way of the wicked 
prospor? wherefore are all they happy 
that deal very treacherously; 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root; they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit; thou art near iu 
their mouth, and far from thoir reins. 

3 But thou, 0 Lord, knowest me; 
thou hast seen me, and tried mine 
heart toward thee; pull them out 
like shoep for the slaughter, and pre¬ 
pare them for the day of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, 
and the herbs of every field wither, 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein 7 the beasts are oonsumod, 
and the birds; because they said, 
He shall not Bee our last end. 

5 If thou hast ran with our foot¬ 
men, and they have wearied thee, 
then how oanst thou contend with 
horses ? and if in the land of peaoe, 
wherein thou trustedst, they wearied 
theo, then how wilt thou do in the 
swelling of Jordan ? 

6 For even thy brethron, and the 
house of thy father, even thoy have 
dealt troaoherously with thee; yea, 
thoy have called a multitude after 
thee; believe them uot, though they 
speak fair words unto theo. 

7 I have forsaken mino house, I 
have left mine heritage; I have 
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given the dearly beloved of my tool 
Into the hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion 
in the forest; it crieth oat against 
me ; therefore have I hated it. 

9 Mine heritage is onto me as a 
speckled bird, the birds round about 
are against her; come ye, assemble all 
the beasts of the field, come to devour. 

10 Many pastorB have destroyed 
my vineyard, they have trodden my 
portion under foot, they have made 
my pleasant portion a desolate wil¬ 
derness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and 
being desolate it moumeth unto me; 
the whole land is made desolate, be¬ 
cause no man layeth it to heart. 

12 The spoilers are come upon all 
high places through the wilderness; 
for the sword of the Lord shall de¬ 
vour from the one end of the land 
even to the other end of the land; no 
flesh shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but shall 
reap thorns; they have put themselves 
to pain, but shall not profit; and they 
Bhall be ashamed of your revenues be¬ 
cause of the fierce anger of the Lord. 

14 Thus saith the Lord against all 
mine evil neighbours, that touch the 
inheritance which T have caused my 
people Israel to inherit; Behold, I 
will pluck them out of their land, and 
pluck out the house of Judah from 
among them. 

15 And it shall come to pass, after 
that I have plucked them out I will 
return,and have compassion on them, 
and will bring them again, every man 
to his heritage, and every man to his 
land. 

16 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will diligently learn the ways of ray 
people, to swear by my name, The 
Lord liveth; as they taught my peo- 

E le to swear by Baal; then shall they 
e bnilt in the midst of my people. 

17 But if they will not obey, I will 
utterly pluck np and destroy that 
nation, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIIL 

The type of a linen girdle—The parable of 
tfiebottlei filled wxth wine—Future judg¬ 
ments—Abominations are the cause thereof. 

T HUS saith the Lord unto mo, Qo 
and get thee a linen girdle, and 
put it upon thy loins, and put it not 
In wator. 


2 So I got a girdle aooording to the 
word of the Lord, and put it on my 
loins. 

3 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou hast 
got, which is upon thy loins, and 
arise, go to Euphrates, and hide h 
there in a hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Eu 
phrates, as the Lord commanded mu 

C And it came to pass after man; 
days, that the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take Lin 
girdle from thence, which I com 
manded thee to hide there. 

7 Then I went to Euphrates, and 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it; and, be 
hold, the girdle was marred, it wa; 
profitable for nothing. 

8 Then the word of the Lord ciuik 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lord, After this 
manner will I mar the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 

10 This evil people which refuse in 
hear my words, which walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and walk 
after other gods, to Berve them, and 
to worship them, shall even be n« 
this girdle, which is good for nothing 

11 For as the girdle cloaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused '< 
cleave unto me the whole house ul 
Israel and the whole house of Judah, 
saith the Lord; that they might bn 
unto me for a people, and for a name, 
and for a praise, and for a glory ; but 
they would not hear. 

12 Therefore thou shalt speak untu 
them this word; Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Every bottle shall be 
filled with wine; and they shall ea} 
unto thee, Do we not certainly know 
that every bottle shall be filled with 
wine ? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus sailh the Lord, Behold, I will 
fill all the inhabitants of this land, 
even the kings that sit upon David’* 
throne, and the priests, and the pro 
phets, and all the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, with drunkenness. 

14 And I will dash them one against 
another, even the fathers and the 
sons together, saith the Lord; I will 
not pity, nor spare, ncr have merej 
but destroy them. 
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15 Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
prond; for the Lord hath spoken. 

15 Give glory to the Lord your God, 
before he oause darkneaB, and hefore 
your feet stumble upon the dark 
mountains, and, while ye look for 
light, he turn it into the shadow of 
death, and make it gross darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my 
soul shall weep in secret places for 
your pride ; and mino eye shall weep 
sore, and run down with tears, be¬ 
cause Ibo Lord’s flock is carried away 
captive. 

18 Say unto the king and to the 
queen, Humble yourselves, sit down; 
for your principalities shall come 
down, uvon the crown of your 
glory. 

10 Tbo oiticB of the south shall be 
shut up, and none shall opon them; 
Judah shall be oarried away captive 
all of it, it shall be wholly carried 
away oaplive. 

20 Lift up your eyeB, and behold 
them that come from tho north; where 
is the flock that was given thee, 
thy beautiful flock? 

21 What wilt thou say when he shall 
punish thcc? for thou bast taught 
thorn to he captains, and as chief over 
thee; shall not sorrows take thee, as 
a woman in travail? 

22 And if thou say in thine heart, 
Whcrofore come these things upon 
me? For Lho greatness of thine in¬ 
iquity arc thy skirts discovered, and 
thy heels made bare. 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots? then 
may ye also do good, that are accus¬ 
tomed to do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scattor them as 
the stubhlo that passeth away by the 
wind of tho wilderness. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of 
thy raoaHuros from me, saith the Lord; 
because thou h»Ht forgotten me, and 
trusted in falsehood 

26 Theroforo will I discover thy 
skirls upon thy face that thy shame 
may appear. 

27 I have seen thine adulteries, and 
thy noighings, the lewdness of thy 
whorodom, and thine abominations 
on the bills in the fields. Woe unto 
thee, 0 Jerusalem! will thou not be 
made clean? when shall it onoo 
be? 


CHAPTER XIV. 

The grievout /amine — The Lord vjfU net b* 
entreated for the people—Lying prophet*. 

HE word of the Lord that came 
to Jeremiah concerning the 
dearth. 

2 Judah mournelh, and the gates 
thereof languish; they are black unto 
the ground; and tho ory of Jerusalem 
is gone up. 

3 And their nohles have sent their 
little ones to the waters; they came 
to the pits, and found no water; they 
returned with their vessels empty; 
they were ashamed and confounded, 
and covered their heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapped, 
for there was no rain in the earth, 
the ploughmen were ashamed, they 
covered their heads. 

5 Yea, the hind also calved in the 
field, and forsook it, because there 
was no grass. 

6 And the wild asses did stand in 
the high places, they snuffed up the 
wind like dragons; their eyeB did 
fail, hecauso there was no grass. 

7 0 Lord, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou it for thy 
name’s sake; for our baokslidings are 
many; we have sinned against thee. 

8 0 tho hope of Israel, the Saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why should- 
cst thou be as a stranger in the land, 
and as a wayfaring man that turnelh 
aside to tarry for a night? 

9 Why shouldcst thou be as a man 
astonished, as a mighty man that 
cannot save? yet thou, 0 Lord, art 
in the midst of us, and we are called 
by thy name; leave us not. 

10 Thus saith the Lord unto this 
people. Thus have they loved to wan¬ 
der, they have not refrained their feet, 
therefore tho Lord doth not accept 
them; ho will now remember their 
iniquity, and visit their Bins. 

11 Then said the Lord unto me, 
Pray not for this people for their 
good. 

12 When they fast, I will not hear 
their cry; and when they offer burnt 
offering and an oblatioD, I will not 
accept them; but I will oonsume them 
by the sword, and by the famine, and 
by tho postilenoe. 

13 Then said I, Ah, Lord God I bo- 
hold, the prophets say unto them. Ye 
■hall not see the sword, neither shall 
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yo have famine; but I will giye yoa 
assured peace in this place. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me, 
The prophets prophesy lies in my 
name; 1 sent them not, neither have I 
commanded them, neither epake onto 
them; they prophesy unto yon a false 
vision and divinatioD, and a thing of 
naught, and the deceit of their heart. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
oonoerningthe prophets that prophesy 
in my name, and I sent them not, yet 
they say, Sword and famine shall not 
be in this land; By sword and famine 
shall those prophets bo consumed. 

16 And the people to whom they 
prophesy shall bo cast out in the 
streets of Jerusalem, because of the 
famine and the sword; and they 
shall have none to hnry them, them, 
their wives, nor their sons, nor their 
daughters; for I will pour their wick¬ 
edness upon them. 

17 Therefore thou shalt say this 
word unto them; Lot mine eyes run 
down with tears night and day, and let 
them not cease, for the virgin daugh¬ 
ter of my people is broken with a great 
breach, with a very grievous blow. 

18 If I go forth into the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword ! and 
if I enter into the oity, then behold 
them that are siok with famine! yea, 
both the prophet and the priest go 
about into a land that they know not. 

19 Hast thou utterly rejectod Judah ? 
hath thy soul loathed Zion? why 
ha9t thou smitten us, and there is no 
healing for us; we looked for peace, 
and there is no good; and for the 
time of healing, and behold trouble! 

20 We acknowledge, 0 Lord, our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our fa¬ 
thers ; for wo have sinned against thee. 

21 Do not abhor us, for thy name’s 
sake; do not disgrace the throno of 
thy glory; remember, break not thy 
covenant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities 
of the Qentiles that can oause rain ? 
or can the heavens give showers ? Art 
not thou he, 0 Lord our God ? there¬ 
fore we will wait upon thee; for thou 
hast made all these things. 

CHAPTER XV. 

RQectum pf the Jew—A threatening for 
than, 

T HEN said the Lord unto me, 
Though Moses and Samuel stood 


before me, yet my mind could not b* 
toward this people; oast them out of 
my sight, and let them go forth. 

2 And it shall oome to pass, if they 
say unto thee, Whither shall we go 
forth? then thou shalt tell them, 
Thus saith the Lord; Such as are for 
death, to death; and such as are for 
the sword, to the sword; and such as 
are for the famine, to the famine; 
and such as are for the captivity, to 
the captivity. 

3 And I will appoint over them four 
kinds, saith the Lord; the sword to 
slay, and the dogs to tear, and the 
fowls of the heaven, and the beasts of 
the earth, to devour and destroy. > 
f\ And I will cause them to he re- 
fmoved into all kingdoms of the 
earth, because of Manasseh the son 

jof Hezekiah king of Judah, for that 
.^which he did in Jerusalem. 

'■A For who shall have pity upon 
thee, 0 Jerusalem? or who snail 
bemoan thee ? or who shall go aside 
to ask how thou doest? 

6 Thou hast forsaken me, saith the 
Lord, thou art gone backward; there¬ 
fore will I Btretch out my hand against 
thee, and destroy thee; I am weary 
with repenting. 

7 Ana I will fan them with a fan 
in the gates of the land; I will bereavo 
them of children, I will destroy my 
people, since they return not from 
their wnys. 

8 Their widows are increased to me 
above the Band of the seas; I have 
brought Dpon them against the mother 
of the young men a spoiler at noon¬ 
day; I have caused him to fall upon 
it suddenly, and terrors npon the 
city. 

9 She that hath borne seven lan¬ 
guished; she hath given up the 
ghost; her sun iB gone down while 
it was yet day; sbo hath been ashamod 
and confounded; and the residue of 
them will I deliver to the sword be¬ 
fore their enemies, saith the Lord. 

10 Woe is me, my mother, that thou 
hast borne me a man of 9trife and a 
man of contention to the whole earth! 

I have neither lent on usury, nor men 
have lent to me on usury; yet every 
one of them doth curse me. 

11 The Lord said, Vorily it shall be 
well with thy remnant; vorily I will 
oause the enemy to entreat thee well 
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In the time of evil and In the time 
of affliotion. 

12 Shall iron break the northern 
iron and the steel 7 

13 Tby flubfltanoe and thy treasures 
will I give to tho spoil without price, 
and that for all thy sins, even in all 
tby bordors. 

14 And I will mako thee to pass 
with thiDO enemies into a land which 
thou kDOwest not; for a fire is kin¬ 
dled in mine anger, which shall burn 
upon you. 

15 0 Lord, thou knowest; remember 
mo, and visit me, and revenge me of 
my persecutors; take mo not away 
in thy long-suffering ; know that for 
tby sake I huvo suffered rebuke. 

16 Thy words wore found, and I did 
eat them ; and thy word was unto me 
tbo joy and rejoicing of mi no heart; 
for I am oallod by thy name, 0 Lord 
God of hosts. 

17 I sat not in the aBsombly of the 
mockers, nor rejoioed; I sat alone 
because of thy hand ; for thou hast 
filled me with indignation. 

18 Why is my pain porpetual, and 
my wound incurable, which refuseth 
to be healed 7 wilt thou bo altogether 
unto me us a liar, and as waters that 
fail? 

19 Thorofore thus saith tho Lord, If 1 
thou return, then will I bring thee 
again, and thou shalt eland before 
me; and if thou take forth the pre¬ 
cious from tho vile, thou sbalt be as 
my mouth; let them return unto thee ; 
but return not thou unto them. 

20 And I will mako tboe unto this 
people a fenced brazen wall; and they 
shall fight against thoe, but they shall 
not prov&il against thee; fori am with 
the© to save thee and to deliver thee, 
eaitb the Lord. 

21 And I will dolivor thee out of 
the band of tho wiokod, and I will 
redeem thee out of tho hand of the 
terrible. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

The prophet thenoeih the ruin of the Jewi — 
Their return from captivity. 

1IE word of the Lord came also 
unto me, saying, 

2 Thou shalt not take thoe a wife, 
neither shalt thou have sons uor 
daughters in this place. 

3 For thus saith the Lord concern¬ 
ing the sons and oonoerning tho 
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daughters that are born in this place, 
and concerning their mothers that 
bare thorn, and concerning their fa¬ 
thers that begat them in this land; 

4 They shall dio of grievous deaths; 
they shall not ho lamented; neithor 
shall they be buried; hut they shall he 
as dung upon tho face of tho earth; 
and they shall he consumed by tho 
sword, and by famine ; and their car¬ 
casses shall be meat for the fowls of 
heavon, and for the beasts of the earth. 

5 For thus saith the Lord, Enter not 
into the bouse of mourning, neither 
go to lament nor bemoan them ; for I 
have taken away my peace from this 
people, saith the Lord, even loving- 
kindness and moroies. 

6 Both the great and tho small shall 
die in this land; they shall not he 
buried, neither shall men lament for 
them, nor cut themselves, nor make 
themselves bald for them ; 

7 Neither shall men tear themselves 
for them in mourning, to comfort 
them for tho dead; neithor shall men 
give them the oup of consolation to 
drink for their fathor or for thoir 
mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the 
house of feasting, to sit with them to 
eat and to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
causo to ooase out of this place in 
your eyes, and in your days, the voice 
of mirth, aud the voice of gladness, 
the voioe of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the bride.

11 Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, aud to the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem, saying, Thus 
saith tho Lord; Behold, I frame evil 
against you, and devise a device 
against you; return ye now every 
one from his evil way, and make your 
ways and your doings good. 

12 And they said, Thoro is no hope;

nUS saith the Lord, Go and get 
a potter's earthen bottle, and take 
of the ancients of the people, and of 
the ancients of the priests; 

2 And go forth onto the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, which is by the 
entry of tbe east gate, and proclaim 
thero the words that I shall tell thee; 

3 And say, Hear ye the word of the 
Lord, 0 kings of Jndah, and inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, 1 will bring evil upon this 

lace, the which whosoever heareth, 

ia ears shall tingle. 

4 Beoanse they have forsaken me, 
and have estranged this place, and 
have burned incense in it onto other 
gods, whom neither they nor tbeir 
fathera have known, nor the kings of 
Judah, and have filled this place with 
the blood of innocentB ; 

5 They have built also the high 
places of Baal, to burn their sons with 
fire for burnt offerings unto Baal, 
which I commanded not, nor spake 
it, neither came it into my mind ; 

6 Therefore, behold, tho days come, 
saith the Lord, that this place shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor The 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but Tho 
valley of slaughter. 

7 And I will make void the counsel 
of Judah and Jerusalem in this plaoe; 
and I will oaose them to fall by the 
sword before their enemies, and by 
tbe hands of them that seek their 
lives; and their carcasses will I give 
to be meat for the fowls of heaven, 
and for the beasts of the earth. 

8 And I will make this city desolate, 
and a hissing; every one that pAsseth 
thereby shall be astonished and hiss, 
because of all the plagues thereof. 

9 And I will cause them to eat the 
flesh of their bods and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the flesh of his friend in 
tho siege and straitness, wherewith 
their enemies, and they that seek 
their lives, Bhall straiten them.

1 For thus sailh the Lord, Behold, 
I will make thee a terror to thyself, 
and to all thy friends; and they shall 
fall by the Bword of their enemies, 
and thine eyoB shall behold it; and 
I will givo all Judah into tho hand 
of the king of Babylon, and be shall 
carry theui captive into Babylon, and 
shall slay them with the sword. 

5 Moreover I will deliver all tho 
itrenglh of this oily, and all the la¬ 


bours thereof, and all the precious 
things theroof, and all tho treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give 
into the hand of their onomieB, which 
shall spoil them, and tako them, and 
carry tnem to Babyloo. 

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that 
dwoll in thine houso, shall go into 
captivity; and thou shalt come to 
Babylon, and there thou shalt die, 
and shalt be buried there, thou, and 
all thy friends, to whom thou bast 
prophesied lies. 

7 0 Lord, thou hast dccoivod me, 
and I was deceived; thou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed; I am in 
derision daily, every one mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I oried out, I 
cried violence ana spoil; because the 
word of the Lord waB made a reproach 
unto me, and a derision, daily. 

0 Then I Baid, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any more 
in his name. But his word was in 
mine heart as a burning fire shut up 
in my bones, and I was weary wild 
forbearing, and I could not stay. 

10 For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, 
say they, and we will report it. All 
my familiars watched for my bait¬ 
ing, saying, Peradventure he will be 
enticed, and we shall prevail against 
him, aDd we shall take our revenge 
on him. 

11 But tbe Lord is with me as a 
mighty terrible one; thoroforo my 
persecutors Bhall stumble, and they 
shall not prevail; they shall be 
greatly ashamed ; for they shall not 
prosper; their everlasting confusion 
shall never be forgotten.

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2 Therefore thus Baith the Lord God 
of Israel against the pastors that 
Iced my people ; Ye have scattered 
my flock, and driven them away, and 
have not visited them; behold, I will 
visit upon you the evil ofyour doings, 
Baith tne Lord. 

3 And I will gather the remnant of 
my flock out of all countries whither 
I have driven them, and will bring 
them again to their folds; and they 
shall be fruitful and increase. 

4 And I will Bet np shepherds over 
them which shall feed them; and 
they shall fear no more, nor be dis¬ 
mayed, neither shall they be lacking, 
saith the Lord. 

5 Behold, the days come, Baith the 
Lord, that I will raise unto David a 
righteous Branch, and a Ring shall 
reign and prosper, and shall execute 
judgment and justice in the earth. 

6 In his days Judah shall be saved, 
and Israel shall dwell safely; and 
this is his name wbereby he shall be 
called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT¬ 
EOUSNESS. 

7 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that they shall no 
more say, The Lord liveth, which 
brought up the children of Israel out 
of the land of Egypt; 

8 But, The Lord liveth,which brought 
up and which led the seed of the 
house of Israel out of the north coun¬ 
try, and from all countries whither 
I had driven them; and they shall 
dwell in their own land. 

9 Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets ; all my bones 
shake; I am like a drunken man, 
and like a man whom wine hath 
overcome, becauso of the Lord, and 
because of the words of his holiness. 

10 For the land is full of adulter¬ 
ers; forbeoause of swearing the land 
mourneth ; the pleasant places of the 
wilderness aro dried up, and their 
course is evil, and their force is not 
right. 

11 For both prophet and priest are 

J irofane ; yea, in my house have I 
ound thoir wickodnoss, saith the Lord. 
12 Wherefore their way shall bo 
unto them as slippery ways in the 
darkness; they shall be driven on, 
and fall therein ; for I will bring evil 
upon them, oven tho year of their 
visitation, saith tho Lord. 


13 And I have seen folly in the pro¬ 
phets of Samaria; they prophesied 
in Baal, and caused my people Israel 
to err. 

14 I have seen also in the prophets 
of Jerusalem a horrible thing; they 
commit adultery, and walk in lies; 
they strengthen also tho bands of 
evil-doers, that none doth return from 
his wickedness; they are all of them 
unto me as Sodom, and the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof as Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the prophets; Be¬ 
hold, I will feed them with w im 
wood, and make them drink the wa 
ter of gall; for from the prophets of 
Jerusalem is profaneness gone forth 
into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. 
Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you: 
they make you vain ; they speak n 
vision of tbeir own heart, and not 
out of the mouth of the Lord. 

17 They Bay still unto them thut 
despise me, The Lord hath said. Ye 
shall have peace; and they Bay unto 
every one that walketh after the 
imagination of his own heart, No 
evil shall come npon you. 

18 For who hath stood in the coun 
sel of the Lord, and hath perceived 
and heard his word ? who hath 
marked his word, and heard it? 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Lord 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind; it shall fall grievously 
upon the head of the wicked. 

20 The anger of the Lord shall not 
return, until he have executed, and 
till he have performed the thoughts 
of his heart; in the latter days ye 
shall consider it perfectly. 

21 I have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran ; I have not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my 
counsel, and had caused my people 
to bear my words, then they should 
have turned them from thoir evil way, 
and from the evil of their doings. 

23 Am I a God at hand, saith the 
Lord, and Dot a God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himself in secret 
placos that I shall not see him? saith 
the Lord. Do not I fill heaven and 

"earth ? saith the Lord. 

25 I bavo hoard what the prophets 
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•aid. that prophesy lies in my name, 
saying, I have dreamed, I have 
dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies ? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of tbeir own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my people 
to forget my name by their dreams, 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have for¬ 
gotten my name for Baal. 

28 Tho prophet that hath a dream, 
lot him tell a dream; and ho that 
hath my word, let him Bpeuk my 
word faithfully. What is the chaff 
to the wheat ? suith the Lord. 

29 Ib not my word like as a fire ? 
saith the Lord; eud like a hammer 
that breukuth the rock in pieces ? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am against 
the prophets, saith tho Lord, that 
Blcal my words every one from his 
neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against tho pro¬ 
phets, saith the Lord, that use their 
tongues, and say, Ho saith. 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the 
Lord, and do tell them, and cause my 
people to err by their lies, and by 
thoir lightness; yot I sent them not, 
nor commanded them ; therefore they 
shall not profit this people at all, 
suith the Lord. 

33 And when this people or the pro¬ 
phet, or a priest, shall ask thee, say¬ 
ing, What is the hurdon of the Lord? 
thou shalt then say unto them, What 
burden? I will oven forsake you, 
saith tho Lord. 

3+ And as for tho prophet, and the 
priest, aud tho people, tuat shall say, 
The burden of tho Lord, I will oven 
punish that man and his house. 

35 Thus shall ye say every one to 
his neighbour, aud every one to his 
brother, What hath the Lord an¬ 
swered? and, What hath tho Lord 
spoken ? 

36 And tho burden of tho Lord shall 
yo mention no more; for every man’s 
word shall bo his burden ; for ye hnve 
pcrvorLed tho words of the living God, 
of the Lord of hosts our God. 

37 Thus shalt Ibou say to the pro¬ 
phet, What hath tho Lord answered 
theo? and, What hath tho Lord 
apoken ? 


3S But since ye say, The burden 
of the Lord; therefore thus saith the 
Lord; Because ye say this word, The 
burden of tbo Lord, and I havo sent 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not say, 
The burden of the Lord; 

39 Therefore, behold, I, even I, will 
utterly forget you, and I will forsake 
you, and the city that I gave you 
and your fathers, and cast you out of 
my presonee; 

40 And I will bring an everlasting 
reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
shame, which Bhall not be forgotten. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

The type of good and bad Jigt— Desolation 
of Zedekiah. 

IIE Lord showed mo, and, behold, 
♦two baskets of fig9 were set be¬ 
fore the temple of the Lord, after that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon had 
carried away captive Jeconiah the 
9on of Johoiukim king of Judah, and 
the prinoea of Judah, with the car- 
penters and smiths, from Jerusalem, 
and had brought them to Babylon. 

2 One basket had very good figs, 
oven like the figs that are first ripe ; 
and tho other basket had very naughty 
figs, which could not be eaten, they 
were so bad. 

3 Then said tho Lord unto me, 
What soest thou, Jeremiah? And I 
said, Figs; tho good figs, very good ; 
and the evil, vory evil, that cannot 
be eaten, they are bo evil. 

4 Again tho word of tho Lord oame 
unto mo, saying, 

5 Thus saith tho Lord, the God of 
Israel; Like those good figs, so will 
I acknowledge them that are carried 
away captive of Judah, whom I have 
sent out of this place into tho land 
of the Chaldeans for thoir good. 

6 For I will Bet mine eyes upon 
them for good, and I will bring them 
again to this land; and I will build 
them, and not pull them down; and 
I will plant them, and nut plaok 
thorn up. 

7 And I will give them a heart to 
know mo, that I am the Lord ; and 
they shall be my people, and I will 
bo their God ; for they Bhall return 
unto me with their wholo heart. 

8 And as tho evil figs, which can¬ 
not be eaten, they are so evil; surely 
thus Baith tho Lord, So will I give 
Zedekiah the king of Judah, and 
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his princes, and the residue of Jeru¬ 
salem, dial remain in lliis land, and 
them that dwell iu the land of Egypt: 

0 And I will deliver them to be re¬ 
moved into all the kingdoms of the 
earth for their hurt, to bo a reproach 
and a proverb, a taunt and a curee, in 
all places whither I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, among 
them, till they be consumed from off 
the land that I gave unto them and 
to their fathers. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Jeremiah fareteBeth the seventy year? cap¬ 
tivity . and Oie destruction of Babylon and 

of aU nations. 

IIE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all Iho people ofr Ju¬ 
dah, in the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, that 
was the first year of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon ; 

2 The whioh Jeromiah the prophet 
spake unto all the people of Judah, 
and to all the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem, saying, 

3 From tho thirteenth year of Jo- 
siah the son of Amon king of Judah, 
even unto this day, that is the three 
and twentieth year, tho word of the 
Lord hath come unto me, and I have 
spoken unto you, rising early and 
speaking; but ye have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lord hath sent unto you 
all his servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them ; butye have 
not hearkened, nor inolined your ear 
to hoar. 

5 They said, Turn ye again now 
evory one from his evil way, and from 
the evil of your doings, and dwell iu 
the land that the Lord hath given 
unto you and to your fathers forever 
and ever; 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, and 
provoke me not to angor with the 
works of your hands; and I will do 
you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the Lord; that ye might 
provoke me to angor with the works 
of your hands to your own hurt. 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hostB ; Because ye have not heard my 
words, 

9 Behold, I will send and take all 
the families of the north, Bait.h the 


| Lord, and Nebuchadrezzar the king 
■ of Babylon, my servant, and will 
bring them againsL this land, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, and 
against all these nations round about, 
and will utterly destroy them, and 
make them an astonishment, and a 
hissing, and perpetual desolations. 

10 Moreover I will take from them 
tho voice of mirth, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voico of the bride, the sound 
of the millstones, and the light < f 
the candle. 

11 And this wliolo land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; and 
these nations shall serve the king of 
Babylon seventy years. 

12 And it shall come to pass, when 
seventy years are accomplished, thal 
I will punish tho kiDg of Babylon, 
and that nation, saith the Lord, for 
their iniquity, and the land of the 
Chaldeans, and will make it perpet¬ 
ual desolations. 

13 And 1 will bring upon that land 
all my words which I have pronounced 
against it, even all that i9 written in 
this book, which Jeremiah hath pro¬ 
phesied against all the nations. 

14 For many nations and groat 
kings shall serve themselves of them 
also; and I will recompense them 
according to their deeds, and accord¬ 
ing to the works of their own hands. 

15 For thus saith the Lord (iod of 
Israel unto me ; Take the winccup of 
this fury at my hand, and cause all 
the nations, to whom I send thee, to 
drink it. 

16 And they shall drink, and be 
moved, and bo mad, because of the 
sword that I will sond among them. 

17 Then took I the uup at the Lord's 
hand, and made all the nations to 
drink, unto whom the Lord had sent 
me ; 

13 To wit, Jerusalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and the kings thereof, and 
tho princes thereof, to make them a 
desolation, an astonishment, a hiss¬ 
ing, and a ourso; as it is this day; 

19 Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his 
servants, and his priucos, and all his 
people; 

20 And All tho minglod jiooplo, and 
all the kings of the laud of Uz, and all 
the kings of tho land of tho Philis¬ 
tines, and Asbkelon, and Azzah, and 
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Rkron, and lho remnant of Ashdod, 

21 Edom, and Monb, and the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of Tyrus, and 
all the kings of Zidon, and the kings 
of the isles which are beyond the sea, 

23 Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and 
all that are in tho utmost corners, 

24 And all tho kings of Arabia, and 
all the kings of the mingled people 
that dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and 
all tho kings of Elam, and all the 
kings of the Modes, 

20 And all tho kings of the north, 
far and near, one with another, and 
all the kingdoms of the world, which 
are upon tho face of the earth ; and 
the kmg of Sheshach shall drink af¬ 
ter them. 

27 Therefore thou shall soy unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Drink ye, and be 
drunken, and spow, and fall, and rise 
no more, because of the sword which 
I will send among you. 

28 And it shall be, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thino hand to drink, 
then shall thou say unto thorn, Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Ye shall cer¬ 
tainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
tho city which is called by my name, 
and should ye he utterly unpunish¬ 
ed ? Yo shall not bo unpunished; 
for I will call for a sword upon all the 
inhabitants of the earth, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

30 Thcrcforo prophesy thou against 
them all those words, and say unto 
them, The Lord shall roar from on 
high, aud ultor his voice from his holy 
habitation ; ho shall mightily roar 
upon his habitation ; he shall give a 
shout, as they that tread the grapes, 
againslall the inhabitants of thoearth. 

31 The noise shall oome oven to tho 
ends of the earth ; for tho Lord hath 
a controversy with tho nations; ho 
will plead with all flesh; he will givo 
them that are wioked to the Bword, 
saith tho Lord. 

32 Thus Baith the Lord of hosts, 
Dehold, ovil Bhall go forth from nation 
to nation, and a groat whirlwind 
shall he raised up from tho ooasts of 
the earth. 

33 And tho slain of the Lord shall 
be at that day from one end of the 


earth even unto tho other end of the 
earth; they shall not bo lamented, 
neither gathered, nor buried ; they 
shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 Howl, ye shepherds, nod cry; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, 
ye principal of the flook; for the 
days of your slaughter and of your 
dispersions are accomplished ; and ye 
shall fall like a pleasant vessel. 

35 And tho shepherds shall have no 
way to flee, nor the principal of the 
flock to escape. 

30 A voice of the ory of the shep¬ 
herds, and a howling of the principal 
of the flook, shall he heard; for the 
Lord hath spoiled their pasture. 

37 And tho peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the fleroe 
anger of the Lord. 

38 lie hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion ; for their land is desolate 
because of the fierceness of the 
opprossor, and because of his fierce 
anger. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Jeremiah txhortelh lo repentance—He it 
apprehended arid acquitted. 

N tho heginning of the reign of 
Jchoiakiiu the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word from the 
Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith tho Lord; Stand in 
the court of the Lord’s house, and 
speak unto all the cities of Judah, 
which come to worship in the Lord’s 
house, all Ibe words that I command 
thee to speak unto them; diminish 
not a word. 

3 If bo be they will hearken, and 
turn every rnaD from his evil way, 
and ropent, I will turn away the evil 
which I purpose to do unto them 
beoauso of the evil of their doings. 

4 Aud thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord; If ye will not 
hearken to me, to walk in my law, 
which I have set before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of my 
servants, the prophets, whom I sent 
unto you, commanding thorn to rise 
up early, and sending them ; 

6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will mako this city a 
curse to all the nations of the earth; 
for yo have not hearkened unto my 
servants the prophets. 

7 So the priests and the prophets 
and all the people hoard Jeremiah 
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speaking these words in the houBe of 
the Lord. 

8 Now it came to pass, when Jere¬ 
miah had made an end of speaking 
all that the Lord had commanded 
him to speak unto all the people, that 
the priests and the prophets and all 
the people took him, saying, Thou 
shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lord, saying, This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city 
shall be desolate without an inhabit¬ 
ant? And all tho people were 
gathored against Jeremiah in the 
house of the Lord. 

10 When the princes of Judah heard 
these things, then they came up from 
the king’s house unto the house of 
the Lord, and sat down in the entry 
of the new gate of tho Lord’s house. 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to all 
the people, saying, This man is wor¬ 
thy to die ; for he hath prophesied 
against this oily, as ye have heard 
with your ears. 

12 Then spake Jeremiah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, 
saying, Tho Lord sont me to prophesy 
against this house and against this 
city all the words that ye have heard. 

13 Therefore now, amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voioe 
of the Lord your God, and repent, and 
the Lord will turn away the evil 
that he hath pronounced against you. 

14 As for me, behold, I am in your 
hand ; do with me as soemeth good 
and meet unto you. 

15 Dut know ye for certain, that if 
ye put me to death, ye shall surely 
bring innocent blood upon yourselves, 
and upon this city, and upon the in¬ 
habitants thereof; for of a truth the 
Lord hath sent me unto you to speak 
all these words in your ears. 

16 Then said tho princes and all the 
people unto the priests and to the 
prophets; This man is not worthy to 
die ; for he hath Bpokon to ub in the 
name of the Lord our God. 

17 Then rose up certain of the eldera 
of the land, and spake to all the 
assembly of tho people, saying, 

18 Micah the Morasthite prophosied 
In the days of Ilezekiah king of 
Judah, and spake to all the peoplo 
of Judah, saying, Thus aaith the 


Lord of hosts; Zion shall bo ploughed 
like a field, and Jerusalem shall 
become heaps, and the mountain of 
the Lord as tho high places of a forest. 

19 Did Hezekiah, king of Judah, 
and all Judah put him at all to death ? 
Did he not fear the Lord and beseech 
the Lord and repent? end tho Lord 
turned away the evil which he had 
pronounced against them. Thus by 
putting Jeremiah to death we might 
procure great evil against our souIb. 

20 But there was a man among the 
priests, rose up and said, that, Urijah 
the son of Shcmaiah of Kirjath-jearim, 
prophesied in the name of the Lord, 
who also prophesied against this 
city, and against this land, according 
to all the words of Jeremiah ; 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death; but 
when Urijah heard it, he was afraid, 
and fled, and went into Egypt ; 

22 And Jehoiakim the king sent 
men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan 
the son of Achbor, and certain men 
with him into Egypt. 

23 And they fetched forth Urijah 
out of Egypt, and brought him unto 
Jehoiakim the king; who slew him 
with the sword, and cast his dead 
body into the graves of the common 
people. 

24 Nevertheless, the hand of Ahi- 
kam the son of Shnphan was with 
Jeremiah, that they should not give 
him into the hand of the people to 
put him to death. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

The type of b<mdx and yokes—He forrtcXUth 
the remnant of the vessels J hall be carried 
to Babylon. 

N the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word unto Jere¬ 
miah from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saitb the Lord to me; Make 
thee bonds and yokes, and pat them 
upon thy neck, 

3 And send them to Ibe king of 
Edom, and to the king of Moab, and 
to tho ltiDg of the Ammonites, and to 
the king of Tyrus, and to the king 
of Zidon, by tho band of tho messen¬ 
gers which oome to Jerusalem unto 
ZedekiAh king of Judah ; 

4 And oommand them to say unto 
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their masters, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Thus shall 
ye say unto your masters; 

5 I have mado the earth, the man 
and the beast that are upon the 
ground, by my great power and hy 
my outstretched arm, and have given 
it unto whom it seemed meet unto me. 

fl And now have I given all these 
lands into the hand of Nchuchad- 
oezzar the king of Babylon, my ser¬ 
vant ; and the hcaslB of the field have 
I given him also to serve him. 

7 And all nations shall servo him, 
and bis son, and his son’s son, until 
the very time of their end come; and 
after that many nations aud great 
kingB shall sorve themselves of them. 

fl And it shall come to pnss, that 
the nation and kingdom which will 
not servo the same Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, and that will 
not nut Lhcir neck under the yuko of 
the king of Babylon, that nation will 
I punish, saith the Lord, with the 
sword, and with tho famine, and with 
the pestilence, until I have con¬ 
sumed them hy his hand. 

9 Therefor© hearken not yo to yoar 
prophots, nor to your diviners, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchant¬ 
ers, nor to your Borcerers, which speak 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not serve 
tho king of Babylon ; 

10 For they prophesy a lio unto 
you, to removo you far from your 
land; and that I should drive you 
out, and yo should perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their 
ueck under tho yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and sorve him, those will I 
let still remain in their own laud, 
saith the Lord; and they shall till it, 
and dwell therein. 

12 I spake also to Zedekiah king of 
Judah according to all these words, 
saying, Bring your ncoka under the 
yoke of the king of Babylon, and 
serve hiir and his people, and livo, 

13 Why will yo die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by tho famine, 
and by tho pestilence, as tho Lord 
hath spoken against the nation that 
will not servo tho king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken noL unto tho 
words of the prophets that speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the 
king of Babylon; for they prophesy 
a lie unto you. 
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15 For I have not sent them, Baith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy a lie In 
my name; that I might drive you 
out, and that ye might perish, ye, and 
the prophets that prophesy nnto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and 
to all this people, flaying. Thus saith 
the Lord; Hearken not to the words 
of your prophets that prophesy unto 
you, saying, Behold, the vessels of 
the Lord's bouse shall now shortly he 
hrought again from Babylon; for they 
prophesy a lie unto you. 

17 Ilcnrken not unto them; serve the 
king of Bahylon, and live; wherefore 
should this city he laid waste? 

18 But if they be prophets, and if 
tho word of the Lord bo with them, 
let them now make intercession to the 
Lord of hosts, that the vessels which 
arc left in the house of the Lord, and 
in tho house of the king of Judah, and 
at Jerusalem, go not to Babylon. 

19 For thus saith tho Lord of hosts 
concerning the pillars, and concern¬ 
ing the sea, and concerning tho bases, 
and concerning the residue of the 
vessels that remain in this city, 

20 AVhich Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon took not, when he carried 
away captive Jeooniah the bod of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah from Jeru¬ 
salem to Babylon, and all the nobles 
of Judah and Jerusalem; 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, concerning the 
vessels that remain in the house of the 
Lord, and in tho house of the king of 
Judah and of Jerusalem; 

22 They shall be carried to Babylon, 
and there shall thoy be until the day 
that I visit them, saith the Lord; 
thon will I bring them up, and restore 
them to this place. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

Nananiah praphrMeth falsely — Jeremiah 
fureielleih llananiah't death. 

Nl) it came to pass the same 
year, in the beginning of the 
reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, in 
tbo fourth year, and in the fifth 
month, that Hananiah the son of 
Azur tho prophet, which was of Gib- 
eon, spake unto me in tbo house of 
the Lord, in the presence of the priests 
and of all the people, saying, 

2 Thus sneaketh the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, I have bro¬ 
ken the yoke of the king of Babylon 
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3 Within two full years will I bring 
again into this place all the vessels 
r.f the Lord’s house, that Ncbuchad- 
nerzar king of Babylon took away 
fcom this place, and carried them to 
Babylon; 

4 And I will bring again to this j 

lace Jeconiah the son of Jchoiakim 

ing of Judah, with all the captives 

of Judah, that went into Babylon, 
saith the Lord; for I will break the 
yoke of the king of Babylon. 

5 Then the prophet Jeremiah said 
onto tho prophet Ilananiah in the 
presence of tho priests, and in the | 
presence of all the people that stood i 
in the house of the Lord, 

6 Even the prophet Jeremiah Baid, I 
Amen; the Lord do so; the Lord I 
perform thy words which thou hast 
prophesied, to bring again the vessels 
of the Lord's house, and all that is 
carried away captivo, from Babylon 1 
into this place. 

7 Nevertheless, hear thou now this 
word that I speak in thine ears, and 
in tho ears of all the people; 

8 The prophets that have been be¬ 
fore me and before thee of old pro¬ 
phesied both agninst many countries, 
and against great kingdoms, of war, 
and of evil, and of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which prophesielh of 
peace, when the word of tnc prophet 
shall come to pass, then shall tho 
prophet be known, that the Lord hath 
truly sent him. 

10 Then Ilananiah the prophet took 
the yoke from off the prophet Jere¬ 
miah’s neck, and brake it. 

11 And Ilananiah spake in the pre¬ 
sence of all the people, saying, Thus 
saith tho Lord; Even so will I break 
the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon from the neck of all nations 
within the epaceof two full years. And 
the prophet Jeremiah went his way. 

12 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah tho prophet, after that 
Hananiah the prophot had brokon 
the yoke from off tho neck of tho 
prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Go and toll Hananiah, saying, 
Thus Baith tho Lord; Thou hast 
broken tho yokes of wood; but thou 
shnlt make for them yokes of iron. 

14 For thuH saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; I have pul a yoke 
of iron upon tho nook of all those 
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nutions, that they may serve Neha- 
chadnczzar king of Babylon; and 
they shall serve him; and I havo given 
him tho beasts of the field also. 

15 Then said the prophet Jeremiah 
unto Ilananiah the prophet, Hear 
now, Ilananiah; The Lord hath not 
scot thee; but thou inakest this peo¬ 
ple to trust in a lie. 

16 Therefore thus saith tho Lord; 
Behold, I will cast thco from off the 
face of the earth; this year thou shall 
die, because thou hast taught rebel¬ 
lion against the Lord. 

17 So Hananiah the prophet died 
the samo year in the seventh month. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

Jercmuih tendelh a letter to the captive* in 

Babylon—End of Ahab and ZedeJciah, twe 

lying prophet*. 

OW these are the words of the 
letter that Jeremiah the prophet 
sent from Jerusalem unto the reaiduo 
of Ihe ciders which were carried away 
captives, and to the priests, and to 
the prophets, and to all the people 
whom Nebuchadnezzar had carried 
away captive from Jerusalem to Ba¬ 
bylon ; 

2 (After that Jeconiah the king, and 
the queen, and tho eunuehB, the 
princes of Judah and Jerusalem, and 
the carpenters, and the smiths, were 
departed from Jerusalem;) 

3 By the hand of Elasah the son of 
Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of 
Ililkiah, (whom Zcdekiah king of Ju¬ 
dah sent unto Babylon to Nebuchad 
nezzar king of Babylon,) saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, unto all that are carried 
away captives, whom I have caused 
to be carried away from Jerusalem 
unto Babylon; 

5 Build yc houses, and dwell in them; 
and plant gardens, and eat the frui* 
of them ; 

6 Tftko ye wives, and beget sons 
and daughters; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear sons 
and daughters; that ye may bo in¬ 
creased there, and not diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the oity 
whither I have caused you to be car¬ 
ried away captives, and pray unto 
tho Lord for it; for in the peace 
thereof shall ye have poaoe. 

8 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
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tho God of Israel; Let not your 
prophets and your diviners, that bo 
in Lho midst of yon, dectfive you, 
neither hearken to your dreams which 
yo cause to bo dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto 
you in my name; I havo not sent 
them, saith tho Lord. 

10 For thus saith the Lord, That 
after seventy years bo accomplished 
at Babylon I will visit you, and per¬ 
form iny good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saith the Lord, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, to 
givo you an "xpcoled end. 

12 Then shall ye call unto me, and 
yo shall go and pray unto me, and I 
will hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart. 

14 And I will be found of you, saith 
lho Lord; and I will turn away your 
captivity, and I will gather you from 
all tho nations, and from all the places 
whither I havo driven you, saith the 
Lord ; and I will bring you again into 
the place whence I oausod you to be 
carried away captive. 

15 Because ye have said, The Lord 
hath raisod us up prophets in Babylon; 

16 Know that thus saith the Lord 
of the king that sittoth upon the 
throne of David, and of all the peo¬ 
ple that dwolleth in this city, ana of 
your brethren that are not gone forth 
with you into captivity; 

17 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, T will send upon them the 
sword, tho famine, and tho pestilence, 
and will inako them liko vile figs, that 
oannol ho caton, they are so evil. 

IS And I will persecute thorn with 
the sword, with the fnminc, and with 
the poatilonce, and will doliver thorn 
to be romovod to all the kingdoms of 
the earth, to be a curse, and an as¬ 
tonishment, and a hissing, aud a re- 

roaah, among all lho nations whither 

havo driven thorn; 

M) Because they have not hearkened 
to my words, saith the Lord, which I 
sent unto them by my servants the 
prophets, commanding to rise early, 
and sending thorn ; but you would 
not boar, saith the Lord. 

20 Hear ye thoroforo the word of 
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the Lord, all ye of the captivity, 
whom I have sent from Jerusalem to 
Babylon ; 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, of Ahab the son of 
Kolaiah, and of Zcdekiab the son of 
Maasciah, which prophesy a lie unto 
you in my namo: Behold, I will de¬ 
liver them into the hand of Nebu- 
ohadrezzar king of Babylon; and he 
shall slay them before your eyoa; 

22 And of them shall be taken up 
a curse by all the captivity of Judah 
which are in Babylon, saying, The 
Lord make thee liko Zcdekiah and 
like Ahab, whom the king of Babylon 
roasted in the fire; 

23 Because they have committed 
villany in Israel, and have committed 
adultery with their neighbours' wives, 
and have spoken lying words in my 
name, whioh I have not commanded 
them ; even I know, and am a wit¬ 
ness, saith the Lord. 

24 Thus sholt thou also speak to 
Shcmaiah the Nehclamite, saying, 

25 Thus speakoth the Lord of hosts, 
tho God of Israel, saying, Because 
thou hast sent letters in thy name 
unto all the people that are at Jeru¬ 
salem, and to Zephaniah lho son of 
Maaseiah tho pnost, and to all the 
priests, saying, 

26 The Lord hath made thee priest 
in the stead of Johoiadn the priest, 
that ye should be officers in the house 
of tho Lord, for evory man that is 
mad, and maketh himself a prophet, 
that thou 9houldcst put him in prison, 
and in tho stocks. 

27 Now thorefore why hast thou not 
roproved Jeremiah of Analhoth, whioh 
maketh himself a prophet to you? 

28 For theroforo no sent unto us in 
Babylon, saying, This captivity is 
long; build yo houses, and dwoll in 
them ; and plant gardens, and eat the 
fruit of them. 

29 And Zephaniah the priest read 
this loiter in tho ears of Jeremiah the 
prophet. 

30 Then came tho word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

31 Send to all thorn of the captivity, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord oonoern- 
ing Shotnaiuh the Nohel&mite; Be- 
oauso that Shoinaiah hath prophesied 
unto you, and I sent him not, and he 
onuped you to trust in a lie; 
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32 Therefore thus Baith the Lord; 
Behold, I will punish Shemaiah the 
Nchclainite, and his seed ; he shall 
not have a man to dwell among this 
people; neither ehall he behold the 
good that I will do for ray people, Baith 
the Lord ; because he hath taught re¬ 
bellion against the Lord. 

C1IAPTKR XXX. 

The return of Che Jews— Wrath shall fall on 
the wicked. 

HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord Qod of 
Israel, saying. Write thee all the 
words that I have spoken unto thee 
in a book. 

3 For, lo, the days come, Baith the 
Lord, that I will bring again the cap¬ 
tivity of my people Israel and Ju¬ 
dah, saith the Lord; and I will causo 
them to return to the land that I gave 
to their fathers, and they shall pos¬ 
sess it. 

4 And these are the words that the 
Lord spake concerning Israel and 
concerning Judah, 

5 For thus saith the Lord ; We have 
heard a voice of trembling, of fear, 
and not of peace. 

6 Ask ye now, and see whether a 
man doth travail with child? where¬ 
fore do I see overy man with his hands 
on his loins, as a woman in travail, and 
all faces are turned into paleness? 

7 Alas! for that day is great, so 
that nono is like it; it is even the 
time of Jacob’s trouble; but he shall 
be saved out of it. 

3 For it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord of hosts, that I 
will break his yoke from off thy neck, 
and will burst thy bonds, and stran¬ 
gers shall no more servo themselves 
of him ; 

9 Rut they shall serve the Lord their 
God, and David their king, whom I 
will raise up unto them. 

10 Therefore fear thou not, 0 my 
servant Jacob, saith thoLord; neither 
be dismayed, 0 Israel; for, lo, I will 
save thee from afar, and thy seed 
from the land of their captivity; and 
Jacob shall return, and shall be in 
rest, and be (|uiet, and none shall 
make him afraid. 

11 For I am with theo, saith tho 
Lord, to save thee; though I mako a 
full end of all nations whither I have 


scattered thee, yet will I not make a 
full end of thee; but I will correct 
thee in fneasure, and will not leave 
Ihcc altogether unpunished. 

12 For thu9 saith the Lord, thy 
bruise is not incurable, although thy 
wounds are grievous. 

13 Is there none to plead thy cause, 
that thou mayeBt be bound up ? Hast 
thou no healing medicines ? 

14 Have all thy lovers forgotten 
thee, do they not seek thee ? For I 
have wounded thee with the wound 
of an enemy, with the chastisement 
of a cruel one, for the multitude of 
thine iniquity; because thy sins ore 
increased. 

15 Why cricst thou for thine afflic¬ 
tion, is thy sorrow incurable? It was 
for the multitude of thine iniquities, 
and hecausc thy sins are increased I 
have done these things nnto thee. 

16 But all they that devour thee 
shall be devoured ; and all thine ad¬ 
versaries, every one of them, shall go 
into captivity; and they that spoil 
thee shall be a spoil, and all that prey 
upon thee will i give for a prey. 

17 For I will restore health unto 
thee, and I will heal thee of thy 
wounds, saith tho Lord; becanse they 
called thee aD Outcast, saying, This 
is Zion, whom no man seeketh after. 

18 Thus saith the Lord; Behold, 1 
will hring again the captivity of Ja¬ 
cob's tents, and have mercy on his 
dwelling-places; and the city shall bo 
builded upon her own heap, and tho 
palace shall remain after the manner 
thereof. 

10 And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 
that make merry ; and I will multiply 
them, and they shall not be few; I 
will also glorify them, and they shall 
not be small. 

20 Tbcir children also shall be aa 
aforetime, and their congregation 
shall be established before me, and I 
will punish all that oppress them. 

21 And their nohlcs shall be of 
themselves, and their governor shall 

rocecd from tho midst of them ; and 
will cause him to draw near, and 
he shall approach unto me; for who 
is this that engaged his heart to ap¬ 
proach unto me? saith the Lord. 

22 And yo shall bo my people, and 
I will be your God. 
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23 Behold, Ihe whirlwind of Ihe 
Lord gooth forth with fury, a con¬ 
tinuing whirlwind; it shall fall wilh 
pain upon the head of the wicked. 

24 The fierce anger of the Lord 
shall not return, until he have done 
it, and UDtil he have performed the 
inteuts of his heart; in the latter 
days ye shall consider it. 

CIIAPTKR XXXI. 

The restoration of Israel—Rachel comforted 
—New covenant. 

T the same time, saith the Lord, 
will I be the God of all the 
families of Israel, and they shall be 
my people. 

2 Thus saith the Lord, The people 
which were left of Lhe sword found 
grace in tho wilderness; even Israel, 
when I wont to oauso him to rost. 

3 The Lord hath appeared of old 
unto me, saying, Yea, I have loved 
thee with an everlasting love; there¬ 
fore with loving-kindness have I 
drawn thee. 

4 Again I will build thee, and thou 
shall be built, 0 virgin of Israel; 
Lbou ehalt again he adorued with 
thy labrets, and shalt go forth in the j 
dances of them that make morry. 

5 Thou shalt yet plant vines upon 
the mountains of Samaria; tho plant¬ 
ers shall plant, and shall eat thorn as 
common things. 

6 For there shall be a day, that the 
watchmen upon the mount Ephraim 
shall ory, Arise yo, and lot us go up 
to Zion unto the Lord our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lord; Sing 
with gladness for Jacob, and shout 
among Lhe chief of the nations; 
mblish ye, praise ye, and say, 0 
jord, save thy people, the remnant 

of Israel. j 

8 Behold, I will bring them from! 
the north country, and gather themj 
from the coasts of the earth, and'j 
wilh them the blind and the lame, 1 
the woman with ohild and her thati 
travailoth with ohild together; a great I 
company shall return thither. 

9 They shall oome with weeping, 
and with supplications will I lead 
thorn ; I will oauso thorn to walk by 
the rivors of waters in a straight way, 
wherein (hoy shall not stumble; for 
I am a father to Israel, and Ephraim 
is my first-born. 

10 Near tho word of the Lord, 0 
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ye nations, and declare it in tho isles 
afar olT, and say, Ho that scattered 
Israel will gather him, and keep him, 
as a shepherd doth his flock. 

11 For tho Lord hath redeemed 
Jacob, and ransomed him from the 
hand of him that was stronger than 
he. 

12 Therefore they shall oome and 
sing in the height of Zion, and shall 
flow together to the goodness of the 
Lord, for wheat, and for wine, and 
for oil, and for the young of the flock 
and of the herd; and their soul shall 
be as a watered garden; and they 
shall not sorrow any more at all. 

13 Then shall the virgin rojoioe in 
the dance, both young men and old 
together; for I will turn their mourn¬ 
ing into joy, and will oomfort them, 
and make them rejoioe from their 
sorrow. 

14 And I will satiate the soul of the 
priests with fatness, and my people 
shall be satisfied with my goodness, 
saith the Lord. 

15 Thus saith the Lord; A voice 
was hoard in Ramah, lamentation, 
and hitter weeping; Rachel weeping 
for her children refused to he oom- 
forted for her ohildren, because they 
were not. 

16 Thus saith the Lord; Refrain 
thy voioe from weeping, and thine 

| oyos from tears; for thy work shall 
bo rewarded, saith the Lord; and 
they shall oome again from the land 
of the enemy. 

17 And thore is hope in thine end, 
saith the Lord, that thy children shall 
oome again to their own border. 

18 I have surely hoard Ephraim 
bemoaning himself thus; Thou hast 
chastised mo, and I was chastised, as 
a bullock unaccustomed to the yoke; 
turn thou mo, and I shall be turned; 
for thou art the Lord my God. 

19 Surely after that I was turned, 
I repented; and after that I was in¬ 
structed, I smote upon my thigh; I 
was ashamed, yea, even confounded, 
because I did bear the reproach of 
my youth. 

; 20 Is Ephraim my dear son ? is he 
& pleasant ohild ? for sinoe I spake 
jagainst him, I do earnestly re mom- 
fbor him still; thoreforo my bowels 
are troubled for him; I will surely 
have mercy upon him, saith the Lord 
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21 Set thee up way-n_arks, make thee 
high heaps ; set thiDO heart toward 
the highway, even tho way which 
thou wenteet; turn again, 0 virgin of 
Israel, turn again to these thy oitiea. 

22 How long wilt thou go about, 0 
thou, blaoksliding daughter ? for the 
Lord hath created a new thing in the 
earth, A woman shall compass a man. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the Qod of Israel; As yet they shall 
use this speech in the land of Judah 
and in the cities thereof, when I shall 
bring again their captivity ; The Lord 
bless thee, 0 habitation of justice, and 
mountain of holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judah 
itself, and in all the cities thereof 
together, husbandmen, and they that 
go forth with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and I have replenished every 
sorrowful soul. 

26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me. 

27 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will sow the house of 
Israel and the house of Judah with 
the seed of man, and with the seed 
of beast. 

28 And it shall come to pass, that 
like as I have watched over them, to 
pluok up, and to break down, and to 
throw down, and to destroy, and to 
affliot; so will I watch ovor them, to 
build, and to plant, saith the Lord. 

29 In those days they shall say no 
more, The fathers have eaten a sour 
grape, and the childron's toeth are 
set on edge. 

30 But every one shall die for his 
own iniquity; every man that eateth 
the sour grape, his teeth shall be set 
on edge. 

31 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will make a new cove¬ 
nant with the house of Israel, and 
with tho house of Judah ; 

32 Not aooording to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers, in the 
day that I took them by the hand to 
bring thorn out of the land of Egypt; 
whioh my oovonant they brnke, al¬ 
though I was a husband unto them, 
saith tho Lord; 

33 But this shall bo tho covenant 
that I will make with the house of 
Israel; After those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my law in their in¬ 


ward parte, and write it in thou 
hearts; and will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 

34 And they shall teach no moro 
every man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother, 6aying, Know the 
Lord; for they shall all know me, 
from the least of them unto tho 
greatest of them, saith the Lord; for 
I will forgive their iniquity, and I 
will remomber their sin no more. 

35 Thus saith the Lord, which givetb 
tho sun for a light by day, and the 
ordinances of the moon and of the 
stars for a light by night, which divi 
deth the sea when the waves thereof 
roar; The Lord of hosts is his 
name; 

36 If those ordinances depart from 
before me, saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from 
being a nation before me for ever. 

37 Thus saith the Lord; If heaven 
above oan be measured, and tho foun¬ 
dations of the earth searched out be¬ 
neath, I will also cast off all the seed 
of Israel for all that they have done, 
Baitb the Lord. 

38 Behold, the days oome, saith the 
Lord, that the city shall be built to 
the Lord from the tower of Hanauoel 
unto the gate of the oorner. 

39 And the measuring line shall yet 
go forth over against it upon the hill 
Gareb, and shall oompass about to 
Goath. 

40 And the whole valley of the dend 
bodies, and of the ashes, and all tho 
fields unto the brook of Kidron, unto 
the corner of the horse gato toward 
the east, shall be holy unto the Lord ; 
it shall not he pluoked up, nor thrown 
down any more for ever. 

CUAPTER XXXII. 

Jarmidh imprisoned—God promuelh a 
gracious rttum . 

HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord in the tenth year 
of Zedckiah king of Judah, whioh 
was the eighteenth year of Nebuohad 
rezzar. 

2 For then the king of Babylon’s 
army besieged Jerusalem; and Jere¬ 
miah the prophet was shut up in the 
court of tue prison, whioh was in the 
king of Judah’s house. 

3 For Zedckiah king of Judah had 
shut him up, saying, Wherefore dost 
thou prophesy, and say, Thus saith 
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rbe Lord, Dehold, I will give this 
oily idIo the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and be shall take it; 

4 And Zedokiah king of Judah shall 
not escape out of tbo band of the 
Chaldeans, but shall surely be de¬ 
livered into the hand of tho king of 
BabyloD, and Bhall speak with him 
mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall 
behold his eyes; 

A And ho shall lend Zcdekiah to 
Babylon, and tbero shall he bo until 
I visit him, saith the Lord; though 
ye fight with the Chaldeans, yo shall 
not prosper? 

6 And Jcromiah said, The word of 
tho Lord onmu unto me, saying, 

7 Bohold, Hnnnmeel the son of 
Shallum thine uncle shall come unto 
thoe, saying, Buy thee my field that 
is in Anatboth ; for the right of re¬ 
demption is thine to buy it. 

8 So Hunameol mine unole’s son 
came to me in the court of the prison 
according to the word of the Lord, 
and said unto mo, Buy my fiold, I 
pray thee, that is in Anathoth, which 
is in tho oountry of Benjamin; for the 
right of inheritanoe is thine, and the 
redemption is thine; buy it for thy¬ 
self. Thcu I know that this was tho 
word of tho Lord. 

9 And I bought tho fiold of liana- 
mocl my uncle's son, that was in Ana- 
tholh, and weighed him tho money, 
even seventeen shokcls of silver. 

10 And I subscribed tho evidonce, and 
sealed it, and took witnesses, and 
weighed him the money in the 
balances. 

11 So I took tho evidence of the 
purchase, both that which was sealed 
according to tho law and custom, and 
that whioh was opon ; 

12 And I gave tho evidenoo of the 
purobaso unto Baruch the son of 
Neriah, tho son of Maaseiah, in tho 
sight of llanameol mine unole's son, 
and in tho presence of the witnosses 
that subscribed the book of the pur¬ 
chase, before all the Jows that sat in 
tho oourt of tho prison. 

13 And I ohargod Baruch beforo 
them, saying, 

14 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Take these evidences, 
this ovidenoo of the purohase, both 
whioh is sealed, and this evidonoe 
whioh is open ; and put them in an 
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earthen vessel, that they may con¬ 
tinue many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
tbo God of Israel; Houses and fields 
and vineyards shall be possessed again 
in this land. 

10 Now when I bad delivered the 
evidence of tho purohase unto Barnoh 
the eon of Neriah, I prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 

17 Ah Lord God! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven and the earth by 
thy great power and stretched-out 
arm, and there is nothing too hard 
for thee; 

18 Thou showest loving-kindness 
unto thousands, and recompenBest the 
iniquity of the fathers into the bosom 
of their children after them; The 
Great, Tho Mighty God, The Lord of 
hosts, is his name; 

19 Great in counsel, and mighty in 
work ; for thino eyes are open upon 
all the ways of the sons of men, to 
give overy one according to his ways, 
and according to the fruit of his 
doings; 

20 Which hast set signs and won¬ 
ders in the land of Egypt, even nnto 
this day, and in Israel, and among 
other men; and haBt made thee a 
name, as at this day ; 

21 And hast brought forth thy peo¬ 
ple Israel outof the land of Egypt with 
signs, and with wonders, and with a 
strong hand, and with a stretehed-out 
arm, and with great terror; 

22 And hast given them this land, 
which thou didst swear to their fa¬ 
thers to give them, a land flowing 
with milk and honey; 

23 And thoy came in, and possessed 
it; but they obeyed not thy voice, noi- 
ther walked in thy law; they have done 
nothing of all that thou commandedst 
them to do; therefore thou haBt oaased 
all this ovil to come upon them. 

24 Bohold the mounts, they are 
oomo unto the city to take it; aDd 
the oity is given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans that fight against it, he- 
c&use of the sword, and of the famine, 
and of the pestilenoe; and what thou 
hast spoken is come to pass; and, 
bohold, thou seest it. 

25 And thou hast said unto me, 0 
Lord God, Buy thee the Geld for money, 
and take witnesses; for the oity Ii 
given into tho hand of the Chaldeans. 
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26 Then came tbe word of tho Lord 
□nto Jeremiah, saying, 

27 Behold, I am tho Lord, tho God 
of all flesh ; is there any thing too 
bard for me 7 

28 Therefore thus snilh the Lord; 
Behold, I will give this city into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Ba¬ 
bylon, and he shall take it; 

29 And the Chaldeans, that fight 
against this city, 6hall come and set 
fire on this city, and burn it with tbe 
houses, upon whose roofs they have 
offered incense unto Baal, and poured 
out drink offerings unto other gods, 
to provoke me to anger. 

30 For the children of Israel and 
the children of Judah have only done 
evil before me from their youth; for 
the children of Isrnel have only pro¬ 
voked me to anger with tho work of 
their handB, eaith the Lord. 

31 For this city hath been to mo as 
a provocation of mine anger and of 
my fury from tho day that they built 
it oven unto this day, tbat I should 
remove it from before my face ; 

32 Because of all the evil of the 
ohildren of Israel and of the children 
of Judah, which they havo done to 
provoke mo to anger, they, their kings, 
their princes, their priests, Rnd their 
prophets, and the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem. * 

33 And they have turned unto me 
the book, and not the faoe; though I 
taught them, rising up early and 
teaching them, yet they have not 
hearkened to receive instruction. 

34 But they set their abominations 
in the house, which is called by my 
name, to defile it. 

35 And they huilt the high places 
of Baal, which are in the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, to cause their sons 
and their daughters to pass through 
the fire unto Moloch; which I com¬ 
manded them uot, neither came it into 
my mind, that they should do this 
abomination, to cause Judah to sin. 

36 And now therefore thus saith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, oonoorn- 
Ing this oity, whereof yo say, It shall 
be delivered into tho hand of tho king 
of Babylon by the sword, and by tho 
famino, and by tho pestilence; 

37 Behold, I will gather thorn out 
of all countries, whither I have driven 


them in mine anger, and in my fury, 
and in great wrath ; and I will bring 
them again unto this place, and I will 
oause them to dwell safely; 

38 And they shall be my people, and 
I will bo their God; 

39 And I will give them one heart, 
and one way, that they may fear me 
for ever, for the good of them, and of 
their children nfter them ; 

40 And I will make an everlasting 
covenant with them, that I will not 
turn away from them, to do them good; 
but I will pul my fear in their hearts, 
that they shall not depart from me. 

41 Yea, I will rejoice over them to 
do them good, and I will plant them 
in this land assuredly with my whole 
heart and with my wholo soul. 

42 For thus eaith the Lord; Like 
as I have brought all this great evil 
upon this people, so will I bring upon 
them all the good that I have pro¬ 
mised them. 

43 And fields shall be bought in this 
land, whereof ye Bay, It is desolate 
without man or beast; it is given into 
the hand of tho Chaldeans. 

44 Men shall buy fields for money, 
and subscribe evidences, and seal 
them, and take witnesses in the land 
of Benjamin, and in the places about 
Jerusalem, and in tbe cities of Judah, 
and in the cities of the mountains, and 
in the cities of the valley, and in tho 
cities of the south; for I will cause 
their captivity to return, saith tho 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXin. 

Restoration of Israel and Judah — Branch 
of righteousness. 

OREOVER the word of the Lord 
came unto Joremiah tbe second 
time, while ho was yet shut up in the 
court of the prison, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord the maker 
thereof, tho Lord that formed it, to 
establish it; The Lord is his name; 

3 Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and show thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, concerning tho houses of 
this oity, and concerning the houses 
of the kings of Judah, which are 
thrown down by the mounts, and by 
tbo sword; 

5 They ooine to fight with tho Chal¬ 
deans, but it is to fill them with the 
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4. ail bodies of men, whom I have 
fliiin iu rnino anger and in my fury, 
and for all whose wickedness I hero 
hid my face from this city. 

0 Behold, I will bring it health and 
euro, and I will cure them, and will 
reveal unto them the abundance of 
peace and truth. 

7 And I will cause the captivity of 
Judah and the captivity of Israel to 
return, and will huild them, as at the 
first. 

8 And I will oleanse them from all 
their iniquity, whereby they have 
sinned against mo ; and I will pardon 
all tlioir iniquities, whereby they have 
Binned, and whereby they have trans¬ 
gressed against me. 

9 And it shall ho to mo a name of 
joy, a praise and an honour before all 
the nations of the oartb, which shall 
hear all the good that I do unto them ; 
and they shall fear and tremble for all 
the gouduc9s and for all the prosperity i 
that I procure unto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lord; Again 
thoro shall be heard in this place, 
which ye say shall bo dosolato without 
man and without beast, even in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem, that are desolato, without 
man, and without inhabitant, and 
without beast, 

11 The voice of joy, and the voice 
uf gladness, the voioe of the hride- 
gioom, and the voice of the bride, 
Lho voico of them that shall say, 
Praise the Lord of hosts; for tho 
Lord is good; for his mcroy enduroth 
for ever unto them that shall bring 
the sacrifice of praise into the house 
of tho Lord. For I will cause to re¬ 
turn tho captivity of tho land, as at 
the first, saith the Lord. 

12 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Again in this placo, which is desolate 
without man and without boast, and 
in all the oilies thereof, shall be a 
habitation of shepherds causing their 
Books to lie down. 

13 In the cities of the mountains, 
in tho oitios of the vale, and in the 
cities of the south, and in the land of 
Benjamin, and in tho places about 
Jerusalem, and in the oitics of Judah, 
shall the Hooks pass again under the 
hands of him that lellcth them, saith 
the Lord. 

14 Bohold, tho days come, saith the 
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Lord, that I will perform that good 
thing which I have promised unto 
the house of Israel and to the house 
of Judah. 

15 In thoso days, and at that time, 
will I cause the Branoh of righteous- 
Dess to grow up unto David; and he 
shall execute judgment and right¬ 
eousness in the land. 

16 In those days shall Judah he 
saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell 
safely; and this is the name where¬ 
with she shall he oalled, The Lord 
our Righteousness. 

17 For thus saith the Lord; David 
shall never want a man to sit upon 
the throne of the house of Israel; 

18 Neither shall the priests the Le- 
vites want a man before mo to offer 
burnt offerings, and to kindle meat 
offerings, and to do sacrifice con¬ 
tinually. 

19 And the word of the Lord oame 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lord; If ye oan 
break my covenant of the day, and 
my covenant of the night, and that 
there should not be day and night in 
their Beason; 

21 Then may also my covenant be 
brokoD with David my servant, that 
he should not have a son to reign 
upon his throne; and with the Levites 
the priests, my ministers. 

22 As the host of heaven oannot 
be numbered, neither the sand of the 
sea measured; bo will I multiply the 
seed of David my servant, and the 
Lovitcs that minister unto me. 

23 Moroover the word of the Lord 
camo to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this 
people have spoken, saying, The two 
families whicn the Lord hath ohosen, 
ho hath even cast them off? thus 
they have dospised my people, that 
they should bo no more a nation he- 
fore them. 

25 Thus saith the Lord ; If my cove¬ 
nant be uot with day and night, and 
if I have not appointed the ordinances 
of heaven and earth ; 

26 Thon will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that 
I will not take any of his seed to be 
rulers over the seed of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jaooh; for I will cause 
their captivity to return, and have 
mercy on them.

of Judah, saying, 

2 Go unto the house of tho Rechab- 
ites, and speak unto them, and bring 
them into tho house of tho Lord, into 
one of the chambers, and give them 
wine to drink. 

3 Then I took Jaazaniahtho son of 
Joromiah, tho son of Ilabaziniah, and 
his brethren, and all his sons, and 
tho whole house of the Rechabitcs; 

4 And I brought them into the house 
of the Lord, into the chamber of tho 
eons of Ilanan, the son of Igdaliah, a 
man of God, which was by the cham¬ 
ber of Iho prinoes, which was abovo 
the chamber of Maaseiah the son of 
Shallum, tho keeper of tho door; 

5 And I set before the sons of tho 
bouse of tho Reohabitos pots full of 
wine, and oupa; and I said unto 
them, Drink ye wme. 

6 But they said, Wo will drink no 
wine ; for Jonadab the son of Rechab 
our father commanded us, saying, 
Ye shall drink no wine, neither yc, 
nor your sons for over; 

7 Noither shall ye build house, nor 
sow Bced, nor plant vinoyard, nor 
have any ; but all your days ye Bhall 
dwell in tents; that ye may live many 
days in the land where ye bo strangers. 

8 Tbua have wo obeyed tho voice 
of Jonadab the son of Roohab our 
father in all that ho hath charged us, 
to drink no wine all our days, wo,our 
wives, our boos, nor our daughters ; 


0 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in; neither have we vineyard, nor 
field, nor seed; 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
have obeyed, and done according to 
all that Jonadab our father com¬ 
manded us. 

11 But it oame to pass, when Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon oame up 
into the land, that we said, Come, 
and let ae go to Jerusalem for fear of 
the army of the Chaldeans, and for 
fear of the army of the Syrians; so 
we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 Then came tho word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
tho God of Israel; Go and tell the 
men of Judah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, Will ye not receive in¬ 
struction to hearken to my words? 
saith the Lord. 

14 The words of Jonadab the son 
of Rechab, that he commanded his 
sons not to drink wine, are per¬ 
formed ; for unto this day they drink 
none, hut obey their father’s com¬ 
mandment; notwithstanding I have 
spoken unto you, commanding you 
to rise early, and Bpeaking to you, 
hut ye hearkonod not unto me. 

15 I have sent also unto you all mj 
servants the prophets, oommanding 
them to rise up early, and sending 
them, saying, Return ye now every 
man from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other 
gods to serve them, and ye shall 
dwell in the land which I have given 
to you and to your fathers; hut ye 
have not inclined your ear, nor heark¬ 
ened unto me. 

16 Because the sons of Jonadab the 
son of Roohab have performed the 
commandment of their father, which 
he commanded them ; but this people 
hath not hearkened unto me; 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, the God of Israel; Be¬ 
hold, I will bring upon Judah and 
upon all tho inhabitants of Jerusalem 
all tho evil that I have pronounced 
against them ; because I have spoken 
unto them, but they have not heard; 
and I have oallcd unto them, but they 
have not answered. 

IS And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Reobabites, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
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Because yo have obeyed the com¬ 
mandment of Jonadab your father, 
and kept nil Ilia precepts, and done 
according unto nil that he hath com¬ 
manded you; 

19 Therefore thus eaith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Jonadah 
the bou of Rcchab shall not want a 
man to stand before me for ever. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

Jeremiah's prophecy is read publicly, u 
burned by the kinff—The punishment of 
Jehoudcim. 

ND it came to paBS in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim tho son of 
Josiah king of Judah, that this word 
como unto Jeremiah from the Lord, 
saying, 

2 Tako thee a roll of a book, and 
write therein all tho words that I 
havo spoken unto thee against Israel, 
and against Judah, and against all 
the nations, from the day I spake 
unto thee, from the days of Josiah, 
even uuto this day. 

3 It may be that the house of Judah 
will hear all the evil which I purpose 
to do uuto them; that they may re¬ 
turn every man from his evil way ; 
that I may forgive their iniquity and 
their sin. 

4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Noriah; and Baruch wrote from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of the Lord, whioh ho had spoken 
onto him, upon a roll of a book. 

6 And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, I am shut up; I oahnot go 
into the house of the Lord; 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in 
the roll, whioh thou hast written 
from my mouth, the words of the 
Lord in the ears of the people in 
the Lord's house upon the fasting 
day ; and also thou shalt read them 
in the ears of all Judah that come out 
of their cities. 

7 It may be they will present their 
■upplioation beforo the Lord, and 
will roturn every one from his evil 
way ; for great is the anger and the 
fury that the Lord hath pronounced 
against this peoplo. 

8 And Baruoh the son of Noriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah 
the prophet oommanded him, reading 
In tbe book the words of the Lord in 
the Lord's house. 

9 And It came to pass in the fifth 


year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judab, in the ninth month, 
that they proclaimed a fast before tho 
Lord to all tho people in Jerusalem, 
aud to all the people that came from 
the cities of Judah unto Jerusalem. 

10 Then read Baruch in the book 
tbe words of Jeremiah in the house 
of tho Lord, in the chamber of Gems- 
riab the son of Shaphan the scrihe, 
in the higher court, at the entry of 
the new gate of the Lord’s house, in 
the ears of all the people. 

11 When Michaiah tho son of Gema 
riah, the son of Shaphan, had beard 
out of the hook all the words of tbe 
Lord. 

12 Then he went down into the 
king’s house, into the scrihe’s cham¬ 
ber; and, lo, all the princes sat there, 
even Elishama the scribe, and De- 
laiah the son of Shemaiah, and Elna- 
than the son of Achbor, and Gcnm- 
riah the son of Shaphan, and Zede- 
kiah the son of Hananiab, and all 
the princes. 

13 Then Michaiah declared unto 
them all the words that he had heard, 
when Baruch read the book in the 
ears of the people. 

14 Therefore all the prinoes sent 
Jehudi the son of Nethaniah, tho 
son of Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, 
unto Baruch, saying. Take in thine 
hand the roll wherein thou hast read 
in tho ears of the people, and come. 
So Baruch the son of >«eriab took the 
roll in his hand, and came unto thorn. 

15 And they said unto him, Sit 
down now, and read it in our ears. 
So Baruch read it in their ears. 

1G Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard all tho words, they were 
afraid both one and other, and said 
unto Baruch, We will surely tell the 
king of all these words. 

17 And they asked Baruch, saying, 
Toll us now, How didst thou write all 
these words at bis mouth ? 

18 Then Baruch answered them, 
He pronounoed all these words unto 
me with his mouth, and I wrote them 
with ink in the book. 

19 Then said Ihe princes unto Ba¬ 
ruch, Go, hide thee, thou and Jere¬ 
miah ; and let no man know where 
ye be. 

20 And they went in to the king 
into the oourt, but they laid up the 
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roll in the chamber of Elishama tho 
scribe, and told all the words in tho 
onrB of tho king. 

21 So the king sent Jelmdi to fetch 
the roll; and he took it out of Elish- 
amn tho soribe’s chamber. And Je- 
hudi read it in the cars of the king, 
and in the ears of all the princes 
which stood beside the king. 

22 Now the king eat in the wintor 
house in the ninth month; and there 
wab a tiro on tho hearth burning bo- 
foro him. 

23 Aod it came to pass, that when 
Jchudi had read three or four leaves, 
he cut it with the penknife, and cast 
il into the fire that was on the hearth, 
unlil all the roll was consumed in the 
tiro that was on tho hearth. 

24 Yet they were not afraid, nor 
rent their garmonts, neither the king, 
nor any of his servants that heard 
all these words. 

25 Nevertheless Elnathan and De- 
laiah and Gemariah had made inter¬ 
cession to the king that he would not 
burn the roll; but ho would not hear 
them. 

20 But the king commanded Jo- 
rahmeel the eon of TIaramclech, and 
Scraiah the son of Azriol, and Shele- 
miah the son of Abdecl, to take 
Baruch the scribe and Joromiah the 
prophet; but the Lord hid them. 

27 Then the word of the Lord oamo 
to Jeremiah, after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words which 
Baruch wrote at the month of Jere¬ 
miah, saying, 

28 Take thee again another roll, and 
write in it all tho former words that 
wore in tho first roll, which Jehoiakim 
the king of Judah hath burned. 

29 And thou shalt say to Jehoiakim 
king of Judah, Thus saith the Lord; 
Thou hast burned this roll, saying, 
Why hast thou written therein, say¬ 
ing, The king of Babylon shall oer- 
tainly oomo and destroy this land, and 
shall oause to oease from thenoe man 
and beast? 

30 Therefore thas saith the Lord 
unto Jehoiakim king of Judah; He 
shall havo none to sit upon the throne 
of David; and his dead body shall 
ho cast out in the day to the hoot, 
and in tho night to the frost. 

31 And 1 will punish him and his 
seed and bis sorvants for their in- 
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Iquily; aod I will bring upon them, 
and upon the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem, and upon tho men of Judah, all 
the evil tnat I have pronounced 
against them; but they hearkened 
not. 

32 Then took Jeremiah another roll, 
and gave it to Baruch tho scribe, the 
son of Neriah; who wrote therein 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all the 
words of the book which Jehoiakim 
king of Judah had burned in the fire; 
and there were added besides unto 
them many like words. 

. CHAPTER XXX VII. 

Jeremiah prophesieth the Chaldeans’ victory 
—He is beaten and pul in prison, 

ND king Zedcdiah the son of Jo- 
siah reigned instead of Coniah 
the son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon made 
king in tho land of Judah. 

2 But neither ho, nor his sorvants, 
nor the people of the land, did heark¬ 
en unto tho words of the Lord, whioh 
he spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zcdekiah the king sent Jchu- 
cal tho bod of Shelemi&h and Zepha- 
niah the son of Maaseiah the priest to 
tho prophet Jeremiah, saying, Pray 
now unto the Lord our God for us. 

4 Now Jeremiah came in and went 
out among tho people; for they had 
not put him in prison. 

5 Then Pharaoh's army was come 
forth out of Egypt; and when the 
ChaldeanB that bosieged Jerusalem 
heard tidings of them, they departed 
from Jerusalem. 

6 Then came the word of tho Lord 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; Thus shall ye say to the king 
of Judah, that sent you unto me to 
inquire of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s 
army, whioh is come forth to help 
you, shall roturn to Egypt into their 
own land. 

8 And the Chaldeans shall ooruo 
again, and fight against this city, and 
tako it, and burn it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lord; Deceive not 
yourselves, saying, Tho Chaldeans 
shall suroly dopart from us; for they 
shall not depart. 

10 For though ye had smitten the 
whole army of tho Chaldoans that 
fight against you, and there remained 
but woundod won among them, yet 
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should Lhcy nso up every man in his 
tent, and hurn this city with fire. 

11 And it came to pass that when 
the army of the ChaldeaDS was broken 
up from Jerusalem for fear of Pha¬ 
raoh’s army, 

12 Then Jeremiah went forth out 
of Jerusalem to go into the land of 
Denjainin, to separate himself thence 
in the midst of the people. 

13 And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward was 
there, whoso name was Irijah, the son 
of Shelcmiah, the son of Ilananiah; 
and he took Jeremiah tho prophet, 
saying, Thou fullest away to* the 
Chaldeans. 

14 Then said Jeremiah, It is false; 
I fall not away to the Chaldeans. 
But he hearkened not to him; so 
Irijah took Jeremiah, and brought 
him to the priDccs. 

15 Wherefore the princes were wroth 
with Jeremiah, and smote him, and 

ut him in prison in the house of 

onathan the scribe; for they had 
made that the prison. 

16 And Jeremiah was entered into 
the dungeon, and into the cabins, and 
he remained there many days. 

17 Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took him out; and the king asked 
him secretly in his house, and said, 
[s there aDy word from the Lord? 
And Jeremiah said, There is; for, said 
he, thou shalt be delivered into tho 
hand of the king of Babylon. 

IS Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
king Zedekiah, What have I offended 
against thee, or against thy servants, 
or against this people, that ye have 
put me in prison? 

19 Where arc now your prophets 
which prophesied unto you, saying, 
Tho king of Bahylon shall not 
come against you, nor against this 
land? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee, 
0 my lord the king; let my suppli¬ 
cation, I pray thee, be accepted be¬ 
fore thee; that thou cause me not to 
return to the house of Jonathan the 
sorihe, lost I die there. 

21 Then Zedekiah the king com¬ 
manded that they should commit Je¬ 
remiah into the oourt of the prison, 
and that they should give him daily 
a piece of bread out of the hakers’ 
street, until all the bread iu the city 


were spent. Thus Jeremiah remained 
in the court of the prison. 

CIIAPTKR XXXVIII. 

_ Jeremiah w pul into Uie dungeon. 

HEN Shephatiah the son of Mat- 
tan, and Gcdaliah, the son of 
Pashur, and Jucal tho son of Shele- 
miah, and Pashur the son of Mnlchiuh, 
heard the words that Jeremiah had 
spoken unto all the people, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, He that 
remaineth in this city shall die by 
the sword, by Lhe famine, and by the 
pestilence; but he that goeth fertb 
to the Chaldeans shall live; for he 
shall have his life for a prey, and 
shall live. 

3 Thus saith the Lord, This city 
shall surely be given into the hand 
of the king of Babylon's army, which 
shall take it. 

4 Therefore the princes said unto 
the king, We beseech thee, let this 
man be put to death; for thus he 
weakeneth the hands of the men of 
war that remain in this city, and the 
hands of all the people, in speaking 
such words unto them; for tnis man 
seeketh not the welfare of this people, 
hut the hurt. 

5 Then Zedekiah the king said, 
Behold, he is in your hand ; lor tho 
king is not he that can do any thing 
against you. 

6 Then took they Jeremiah, and 
cast him into the dungeon of Mal- 
chiah the son of Haminelech, that 
was in the court of the prison; and 
thoy let down Jeremiah with cords. 
And in the dungeon there was no 
water, but mire; so Jeremiah sunk in 
the mire. 

7 Now when Ebed-melech the Ethio¬ 
pian, one of the eunuchs which was 
in the king’s house, heard that they 
had put Jeremiah in the dungeon; 
the king then sitting in the gate of 
Benjamin; 

8 Ebcd-melech went forth out of tbe 
king’s house, and spake to the king, 
saying, 

9 My lord the king, these men have 
done evil in all that they havo done 
to Jeremiah the prophet, whom thoy 
have cast into the dungeon; and he 
is like to die for hunger in the place 
where he is, for there is no more 
bread in the oity. 

10 Then tho king commanded Ebed- 
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inelcob the Ethiopian, saying, Take 
from hence thirty men with thee, and 
take up Jurciniah the prophet out of 
the dungeon, before he die. 

11 So Ebed-mclech took the men 
with him, and went into the house of 
the king under the treasury, and took 
theuou old cast clouts and old rotten 
ragB, and let them down by oords into 
the dungeon to Jeremiah. 

12 And Ebed-meloch the Ethiopian 
said unto Jeremiah, Put now these 
old oust clouts and rollon rags under 
thine armholes under the cords. And 
Jeremiah did so. 

13 So they drow up Jeremiah with 
cords, and took him up out of the 
dungeon; and Jeremiah remained in 
the courl of the prison. 

14 Then Zodoki&h the king sent, 
and took Jeremiah the prophet unto 
him into the third cnlry that is in the 
house of the Lord; and the king 
said unto Jeremiah, I will ask thee a 
thing; hido nothing from me. 

15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zede- 
kiah, If I declare it unto thee, wilt 
thou not surely put mo to death ? and 
if I give thee counsel, wilt thou not 
hearken unto me ? 

16 So Zedckiah the king Bware 
Bocretly unto Joromiah, saying. As 
the Lord liveth, that made us this 
soul, I will not put theo to death, 
uoither will I give thee into the band 
of theso men that seek thy life. 

17 Then Baid Jeremiah unto Zcdo- 
kiah, Thus saith the Lord, tho God 
of hosts, the God of Israel; If thou 
wilt assuredly go forth unto the king 
of Babylon’s priucos, then thy soul 
shall live, and this city shall not ho 
burned with fire; and thou shalt live, 
and thine housu; 

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to 
tho king of Babylon’s prinoes, then 
shall this city bo given into tho hand 
of tho Chaldeans, and they shall burn 
it with fire, and thou Bhalt not escape 
out of their hand. 

Ill And Zedekiah the king said unto 
Jeremiah, I am afraid of the Jews 
that are fallen to tho Chaldeans, lost 
they dolivor me into their hand, and 
they mock me. 

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall 
not deliver thoo. Obey, I hoseech 
theo, tho voice of the Lord, whioh I 
speak unto iheo; so it shall be 


well unto thee, and thy soul shall 
live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, 
this is tho word that the Lord hath 
showod me; 

22 And, behold, all the women that 
are left in the king of Judah’s house 
shall be brought forth to the king of 
Babylon’s princes, and those women 
shall say. Thy friends have set thee 
on, and have prevailed against thee; 
thy feet are sunk in the mire, and 
they are turned away hack. 

23 So they shall bring out all thy 
wives and thy ohildren to the Chal¬ 
deans; and thou shalt not esoape out 
of their hand, but shalt be taken by 
the hand of the king of Babylon ; and 
tbou shalt cause this city to be burned 
with fire. 

24 Then said Zodekiah unto Jere¬ 
miah, Let no man know of these 
words, and thou Bhalt not die. 

25 But if the princes hear lhat I 
have talked with thee, and Iheyoome 
unto thee, and Bay unto thee, Declare 
unto us now what thou hast said unto 
the king, hide it not from us, and we 
will not put thee to death ; also what 
the king said unto thee; 

20 Then thou shalt say unto them, I 
presented my supplication before the 
king, that ho would not cause me to re¬ 
turn to Jonathan's house, to die there. 

27 Then came all the princes unto 
Jeremiah, and asked him ; and he told 
them according to all these wordB that 
tho king had commanded. So they 
left off Bpeaking with him; foi the 
matter was not perceived. 

28 So Jeromian abode in tho court 
of tho prison until the day that Jeru¬ 
salem was taken; and he was there 
when Jerusalem was taken. 

CHAPTER XXXI X 

Jerusalem « taken—ZedeJciah is made bUnd. 

and tent to BabyUm —77ie good usagt qjr 

Jeremiah. 

N the ninth year of Zedekiah king 
of Judah, in the tenth month, osme 
Nebuchadrezzar king of BabyloD and 
all his army against Jerusalem, and 
they besieged it. 

2 And in the eleventh year of Zede¬ 
kiah, in tho fourth month, the ninth 
day of the month, the oity was broken 
up. 

3 And all the priDoes of tho king 
of Babylon oame in, and Bat in the 
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middle gale, even Ncrgal-sharezer, 
Snmgar-ncbo, Sarsechim, Rab-aaris, 
Ncrgal-ebarczer, Rab-mag, with all 
Ihe residue of the princes of the kiDg 
of Babylon. 

4 And it came to pass, that when 
Zcdekiah the king of Judah saw them, 
and all the men of war, then they 
fled, and went forth out of the city 
by night, by the way of the king’s 
garden, by the gate betwixt the two 
wallB; and he went out the way of 
the plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans' army pursued 
after them, and overtook Zcdekiob in 
the plains of Jericho; and when they 
had taken him, they brought him up 
to Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
to Riblah in the land of Hamath, 
where he gave judgment upon him. 

0 Then the king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedckiah in Riblah before 
his eyes; also the king of Babylon 
slew all the nobles of Judah. 

7 Moreover he nut out Zedekiah’s 
eyes, and bound nim with chains, to 
carry him to Babylon. 

8 And the Chaldeans burned the 
King’s house, and the houses of the 
people, with fire, and brake down the 
walls of Jerusalem. 

9 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard carried away captive into 
Babylon the remnant of the people 
that remained in the city, and those 
that fell away, that fell to him, with 
the rest of the people that remained. 

10 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left of the poor of the 
peoplo, which had nothing, in tho 
land of Judah, and gavo them vine¬ 
yards and fields at the same timo. 

11 Now Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon gave oharge concerning 
Jeremiah to Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of tho gnard, saying, 

12 Take him, and look well to him, 
and do him no harm; but do unto 
him even as he shall say uuto 
thee. 

13 So Nebuzar-adan tho captain of 
the guard sent, and Nebushasbnn, 
Rab-saris, and Nergal-eharezer, Rab- 
mag, and all the king of Babylon’s 
princes; 

14 Even they sent, and took Jere¬ 
miah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him unto Gedaliah 
the 60 ii of Ahikam the son of Sha- I 


phan, that he should carry him home ; 
so ho dwelt among tho people. 

15 Now the word of tnc Lord came 
uuto Jeremiah, while he was shut up 
in the court of tho prison, saying, 

16 Go and speak to Ebed-melech 
the Ethiopian, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will bring my words upon 
this city for evil, and not for good ; 
and they shall be accomplished in 
that day before thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that 
day, saith the Lord; and thon shall 
not bo given into the hand of the men 
of whom tbou art afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, 
and thou shult not fall by the sword, 
but thy life shall be for a prey unto 
thee ; because thou hast put thy trusl 
in me, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER XL. 

Jeremiah w set fret—The dispersed Jews re¬ 
pair unto him—IshmaeTt conspiracy. 
HE word which came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, after that Nebu¬ 
zar-adan the captain of tbe guard 
bad let him go from Ramah, when he 
had taken him being bound in chains 
among all that were carried away 
captive of Jernsalem and Judah, 
whioh were carried away captivo unto 
BabyloD. 

2 And the captain of the guard took 
Jeremiah, ana said unto him, The 
Lord thy God hath pronounced this 
evil upon this place. 

3 Now the Lord hath brought it, 
and done according as he hath said ; 
because ye have sinned against the 
Lord, and have not obeyed his voice, 
therefore this thing is come npOD yoo. 

4 And now, behold, I loose thee this 
day from tho chains whioh were upon 
thine hand. If it seem good unto 
thee to come with me into Babylon, 
come ; and I will look well unto thee; 
hut if it seem ill unto thee to come 
with me into Babylon, forbear; be¬ 
hold, all tho land is before thee; 
whither it seomoth good and con¬ 
venient for thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while be was not yet gone 
back, be said, Go buck also to Geda¬ 
liah the son of Ahikam the son of 
Sliapban, whom the king of Babylon 
hath made governor over tho cities 
of Judah, and dwell with him among 
tho people; or go wheresoever it 
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Heeuielh convenient unto thee to go. 
So the captain of the guard gave him 
victuals and a roward, and let him go. 

C Then went Jeremiah unto Gcda- 
liah the son of Ahiknm to Mizpah; 
aud dwelt with him among the people 
that were left in the land. 

7 Now when all the captains of the 
foroes which were in the fields, even 
they aud their men, heard that the 
king of Babylon had made Gcdaliah 
the son of Ahikam governor in the 
land, and had committed unto him 
men, and women, and ohildren, and 
cf the poor of the land, of them that 
were not carried away captive to Ba¬ 
bylon ; 

8 Then they oame to Gcdaliah to 
Mizpah, oven Ishmael the son of Neth- 
aniah, and Johanan and Jonathan 
tho sons of Earoah, and Scraiah the 
son of Tanhnmeth, and the sons of 
EphoitheNetophathite, and Jezaniah 
tho eon of a Maaohathitc, they and 
their men. 

6 And Gcdaliah the son of Ahikam 
the eon of Shaphan sware unto them 
and to their men, saying, Fear not to 
serve the Chaldeans; dwell in tho 
land, and serve the king of Babylon, 
and it shall be well with you. 

10 As for me, behold, I will dwell 
at Mizpah, to serve the Chaldeans, 
which will oorao unto us; but yo, 
gather yo wine, and summer fruits, 
and oil, and put them in your vessels, 
and dwell in your cities that yc have 
taken. 

11 Likewise when all the Jews that 
woro in Moab, and among the Am¬ 
monites, and in Edom, and that were 
in all the countries, beard that the 
king of Babylon had left a remnant 
of Juduh, and that he had set over 
them Gcdaliah the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan ; 

12 Even all tho Jews retnrned out 
of all places whither they were driven, 
and oame to the land of Judah, to 
Gcdaliah, unto Mizpah, and gather¬ 
ed wine and Bummer fruits very 
much, 

13 Moreover Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that wore in the fields, came to 
Gedaliah to Mizpah, 

It And said unto him, Dost thou 
cortainly know that BaaliB the king 
of the Ammonites hath sont Ishmael 


the son of Nethaniah to slay thee f 
But Gedaliah the son of Ahikarn be¬ 
lieved them not. 

15 Then Johanan the son of Kareah 
spake to Gedaliah in Mizpah secretly, 
saying, Let mo go, I pray thee, and 
I will slay Ishmael the son of Neth¬ 
aniah, and no man shall kDow it; 
wherefore should ho slay thee, that 
all the Jews which are gathered unto 
thee Bhuuld be scattered, and the 
remnant in Judah perish ? 

10 But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
said unto Johanan the son of Kareah. 
Thou ehalt not do this thing; for 
thou spoakest falsely of Ishmaol. 
CHAPTER XLL 
Ishmael’s conspiracy. 

OW it came to pass in the 
seventh month, that Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah the son of Elisha- 
ma, of the seed royal, and the prinoer 
of the king, even ten men with him, 
came unto Gedaliah the son of Ahi¬ 
kam to Mizpah; and there they did 
eat bread together in Mizpah. 

2 Then arose Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and the ten men that wore 
with him, and smote Gedaliah the 
son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan 
with the sword, and slew him, whom 
the king of Babylon had made gover¬ 
nor over the land. 

3 Ishmael also slew all the Jews that 
were with him, even with Gcdaliah, at 
Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were 
found there, and the men of war. 

4 And it oame to pass the seoond 
day after he had Blnin Gedaliah, and 
no man knew it, 

5 That there came certain from 
Sheohom, from Shiloh, and from Sa¬ 
maria, even four-aoore men, having 
their beards shaven, and thoir clothes 
rent, and having out themselves, with 
offerings and inoense in their hand, 
to bring them to the house of the 
Lord. 

0 And Ishmael the son of Netha- 
niah went forth from Mizpah to meet 
them, weoping all along an he went; 
and it oame to pass, as he met them, 
ho said onto them, Come to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam. 

7 And it was so, when they came into 
the midst of tho city, that Ishmael 
tho son of Nethaniah slew them, and 
oast them into tho midst of the pit, ho, 
and tho men that wore with him. 
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8 But ten men were found among 
them that said unto Ishmael, Slay ua 
not; for we havo treasures in tho 
field, of wheat, and of barley, and of 
oil, and of honey. So he forbare, and 
slew them not among their brethren. 

0 Now tho pit wherein Ishmacl had 
cast all the dead bodies of the men, 
whom he had slain because of Geda- 
liah, was it which Asa the king had 
made for fear of Baasha king of Is¬ 
rael ; and iBhmael the son of Neth- 
aniah filled it with them that were 
slain. 

10 Then Ishmael carried away cap¬ 
tive all the residue of the peeple that 
were in Mizpah, even the king’s 
daughters, and all the people that 
remained in Mizpah, whom Nebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard had 
committed to Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam; and Ishmacl the son of 
Nethaniah carried them away cap¬ 
tive, and departed to go over to the 
Ammonites. 

11 But when Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, heard of 
all the evil that Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and found him by tho 
great waters that are in Gibeon. 

13 Now it came to pass, that when 
all the people which were with Ish¬ 
mael saw Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the forces 
that were with him, then they were 
glad. 

14 So all the poople that Ishmael 
had carried away captive from Miz¬ 
pah cast about and returned, and went 
unto Johanan the son of Kareah. 

15 But Ishmael the son of Netha¬ 
niah escaped from Johanan with eight 
men, and went to the Ammonites. 

16 Then took Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all tho oaptains of the 
forces that were with him, all the 
remnant of the people whom he had 
rocovercd from Ishmacl the son of 
Nethaniah, from Mizpah, after that 
he had slain Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam, even mighty men of war, and 
the women, and the children, and tho 
eunuchs, whom he had brought again 
from Gibeon; 

17 And they departed, and dwelt in 


the habitation of Chimham, which la 
by Beth-lchcm, to go to onter into 
Egypt, 

18 Beoause of the ChaldeanB; for 
they were afraid of them, because 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah had 
slain Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, 
whom the king of Babylon made 
governor in tho land. 

CHAPTER XLIL 

Jeremiah auureth Johanan*t *aftL\ in 

_ Judea, and datruetvm in Egypt. 

HEN all the captains of the forces, 
and Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and Jczaniah the eon of Hoshaiah, 
and all the people from the least even 
unto the greatest, came near, 

2 And said unto Jeremiah the proph 
et. Let, we beseech thee, our suppli¬ 
cation be accepted before thee, and 
pray for us unto the Lord thy God, 
even for all this remnant; (for we 
are left bnt a few of many, as thine 
eyes do behold us;) 

3 That the Lord thy God may show 
us the way wherein we may walk, and 
the thing that we may do. 

4 Then Jeremiah the prophet said 
unto them, I have heard you ; behold, 
I will pray unto the Lord your God 
according to your words; and it shall 
come to pass, that whatsoever thing 
the Lord shall answer you, I will de¬ 
clare it unto you ; I will keep nothing 
back from yon. 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah, The 
Lord be a true and faithful witness 
between us, if we do not even accord¬ 
ing to all things for the which the 
Lord thy God shall send thee to ns. 

6 Whether it be good, or whether il 
be evil, we will obey the voice of the 
Lord our God, to whom we send theo ; 
that it may be well with U9, when wo 
obey tho voice of the Lord our God. 

7 And it came to pass after ten day*, 
that the word of the Lord came unto 
Jeremiah. 

S Then called he Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and all the oaptains of 
the forces which were with him, and 
all the people from the least even to 
the groatest, 

9 And said udIo them. Thus eaith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, unto 
whom ye sent me to present yom 
supplication before him ; 

10 If yon will still abide in this land, 
then will I build yon, and not pull 
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down; T will plant you, and not pluck 
up ; ond I will turn away the evil that 
T have done unto you. 

11 Do not afraid of the king of 
Babylon, of whom ye are afraid; be 
not afraid of him, saith the Lord; 
for I am with you to save yon, and 
to deliver you from hie hand. 

12 And I will show mercies unto 
you, that he may ba»'e mcroy upon 
you, and cau *e you to return to your 
own land. 

13 But if ye say, Wo will not dwell 
in this land, neither oboy the voice 
of the Lord your God. 

14 Saying, No; but we will go into 
the land of Egypt, where we shall 
ecc no war, nor hear the sound of the 
trumpet, n. r have hunger for want 
of bread ; and there will we dwell; 

15 And now therefore hear the word 
of the Lord, ye remnaDt of Judah; 
Thus eaith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; If ye wholly set your 
faces to enter into Egypt, and go to 
sojourn there; 

16 Then it shall oome to pass, that 
the sword, which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land of 
Egypt; and tho famine, whereof ye 
wore afraid, shall follow olose after you 
there in Egypt; and there ye shall die. 

17 So shall it he with all tho men 
that set their faces to go into Egypt 
to sojourn thcro; they shall die by 
the sword, by tho famine, and by the 
pestilence; and none of them shall 
remain or escape from the evil that I 
will bring upon thorn. 

18 For thus eaith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; As mine anger 
and my fury hath been poured forth 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
so shall tny fury be poured forth upon 
you, when ye shall coter into Egypt; 
nnd ye Hball be an execration, and an 
astonishment, and a ourao, and a re¬ 
proach; and ye shall see this place 
no more. 

19 The Lord hath said concerning 
you, 0 ye remnant of Judah; Go ye 
not into Egypt; know oertainly that 
I have admonished yon this day. 

20 For ye dissembled in your hearts, 
when ye sent me unto tho Lord your 
God, saying, Pray for us unto the 
Lord our God; and aooording unto 
nil that the Lord our God shall say, 
co declare unto us, and we will do it. 


21 And that I have this day declared 
it to you; but ye have not obeyed the 
voioo of the Lord your God, nor any 
thing for the whioh he hath sent me 
unto you. 

22 Now therefore know oertainly 
that ye shall die by the sword, by the 
famine, and by tho pestilence, in the 
place whither ye desire to go and to 
sojourn. 

CHAPTER XLIII. 

Johanan discredits Jeremiah's prophecy — 

Jeremiah prophesieth the conquest of Egypt 

by the Babylonians. 

ND it came to pass, that when 
Jeremiah had made an end of 
speaking unto all the people all the 
words of tho Lord their God, for 
which the Lord their God had sent 
him lo them, even all these words, 

2 Then spake Azariah the son of 
Iloshaiah, and Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the prond men, say¬ 
ing unto Jeremiah, Thou epeakest 
falsely; tho Lord our God hath not 
Bent thee to say, Go not into Egypt 
to sojourn there; 

3 But Baruch the son of Neriah 
settoth thee on against ns, for to 
deliver us into the hand of the Chal¬ 
deans, that they might put us to 
death, and oarry us away captives 
into Bahylon. 

4 So Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and nil the captains of the foroes, and 
all the people, obeyed not the voice 
of the Lora, to dwell in the land of 
J udah. 

5 But Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the oaptains of the forces, 
took all the remnant of Judah, that 
were returned from all nations, whith¬ 
er they had heen driven, to dwell in 
the land of Judah ; 

0 Even men, and women, and chil¬ 
dren, and the king's daughters, and 
every person that Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the guard had left with 
Gcdaliah the son of Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and Jeremiah the pro¬ 
phet, and Baruoh the son of Neriah. 

7 So they came into the land of 
Egypt; for they oheyed not the roioe 
of the Lord ; thus came they even to 
TahpanheB. 

8 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, saying, 

9 Take great Btones in thine hand, 
and hido them in the olay in the 
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brickkiln, which is at the entry of 
Pharaoh’s house in Tahpanhcs, in tbe 
sight of tho men of Judah ; 

10 And say unto them, ThuB saith 
tho Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will send and take Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar the king of Babylon, my 
servant, and will set his throne upon 
these etones that I have hid; and he 
shall spread Mb royal pavilion over 
them. 

11 And when he comcth, he Ehall 
smite the land of Egypt, and deliver 
such as are for death to death; and 
suoh as are forenptivity to captivity; 
and such as are for the sword to the 
sword. 

12 ADd I will kindle a fire in the 
houses of the godB of Egypt; and 
he shall burn them, and carry them 
away captives; and he shall array 
himself with the land of Egypt, as a 
shepherd putteth on his garment; and 
he shall go forth from thence in peace. 

13 He shaJl break also the images 
of Beth-ehemesh, that is in the land 
of Egypt; and the houses of thegodsof 
the Egyptians shall ho burn with fire. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

The desolation of Judah for their idolatry — 
The obstinacy of the Jews. 

IIE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all the Jews which 
dwell in the land of Egypt, which 
dwell at Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, 
and at Noph, and in the country of 
Pathros, saying, 

2 Thus eaith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Ye have seen all the 
evil that I have brought upon Jeru¬ 
salem, and upon all the cities of 
Judah; and, behold, this day they 
are a desolation, and no man dwelleth 
therein; 

3 Because of their wickedness whioh 
they have committed to provoko me 
to anger, in that they went to burn 
income, and to serve other gods, 
whom they knew not, neither they, 
ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, commanding 
them to rise early, and sending them, 
SAying, Oh, do not this abominable 
thing that I hate. 

6 But they hearkened not, nor in¬ 
clined their ear to turn from their 
wiokedneee, to burn no inoense unto 
other gods 


6 Wherefore my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Judah and in 
the streets of Jerusalem ; and they 
are wasted and desolate, as at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the 
Lord, the God of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Wherefore commit ye this 
great evil against your souls, to cut 
off from you man and woman, child 
and suckling, oat of Judah, *n leave 
you none to remain. 

8 In that ye provoke me nnto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burn¬ 
ing incense unto other gods in the 
land of Egypt, whither ye be gone to 
dwell, that ye might cut yourselves 
off, and that ye might be a curse and 
a reproach among all the nations of 
the earth ? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wickedness 
of yonr fathers, and the wickedness 
of the kings of Judah, and the wick¬ 
edness of their wives, and your own 
wickedness, and tbe wickedness of 
your wives, which they have commit¬ 
ted in the land of Judah, and in the 
streets of Jerusalem ? 

10 They are not humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they feared, 
nor walked in my law. nor in my 
statutes, that I set before you and 
before your fathers. 

11 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will set my face against you for evil, 
and to cut off all Judah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of 
Judah, that have set their faces to go 
into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
there, and they shall all be consumed, 
and fall in the land of Egypt; they 
shall even be consumed by the Bword 
and by the famine; and they shall 
die, from the least even unto the 
greatest, by the sword and by the 
famine; and they shall be an ex¬ 
ecration, and an astonishment, and a 
onrse, and a reproach. 

13 For I will punish them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt, as I have 
punished Jerusalem, by tne sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence ; 

14 So that none of the remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the land 
of Egypt to sojourn there, shall escape 
or remain, that they should return 
into the land of Judah, to the whioh 
they have a desire to return to dwell 
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then 1 ; for noon shall return but such 
as shall esoupo. 

15 Then all the men which knew 
that llioir wives had burned incense 
unlo olker gods, und nil the women 
(hat stood by, a great multitudo, even 
all the people that dwelt in Iho land 
of Egypt, in Pathros, answered Jore- 
iniah, sayiDg, 

16 As for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
Lord, we will not hoarken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do what¬ 
soever thing goelh forth out of our 
own mouth, to burn incense unto the 
queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto her, as we have 
done, we, and our fathers, our kiugs, 
and our princes, in the cities of Judah, 
And in tne streets of Jerusalem; for 
thon had we plenty of victuals, and 
were woll, and saw no evil, 

18 But since we left off to burn in- 
cenao to tho queen of heavon, and to 

our out drink offorings unto her, wo 

ave wanted all things, and have 
been oonsumod hy the sword and by 
the famine. 

19 And when we burned incense to 
the queen of heaven, and pourod out 
drink offerings unto her, did wo mako 
her oakes to worship her, and pour 
out drink offerings unto her, without 
our men ? 

20 Then Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, 
and to all tho people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 

21 Tho incense that yo burned in 
the cities of Judah, and in the stroots 
of Jerusalora, yo and your fathers, 
your kings and your princes, and the 
people of tho land, did not tho Lord 
romember thorn, and oaino it not into 
his mind ? 

22 So that the Lordoould no longer 
bear, boonnse of the evil of your 
doings, and hocause of the abom¬ 
inations which ye have oommittod; 
therefore is your land a desolation, 
and an Astonishment, and a ourse, 
without an inhabitant, as at this day. 

23 Because ye havo burned inccnso, 
and beoause yo have sinned against 
the Lord, and have not obeyod the 
voice of Lho Lord, nor walked in his 
law, nor in his statutes, nor in his 
testimonies; therefore this evil is 
happened unto you, aa at this day. 


24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto all 
the people, and tu all the women, 
Hear the word of the Lord, all Judah 
that are in tho land of Egypt; 

25 Thus saith tho Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying; Ye and your 
wives have both spoken with your 
mouths, and fulfilled with your hand, 
saying, Wo will surely perform our 
vows that wo havo vowod, to burn 
inccnso to tho queen of heaven, aud 
to pour out drink offerings unto her; 
ye will surely accomplish your vows, 
and surely perform your vows. 

2G Thercforo hear ye the word of 
tho Lord, all Judah that dwell in the 
land of Egypt; Behold, I have sworn 
by my groat name, saith the Lord, 
that my name shall no more be named 
in the mouth of any man of Judah in 
all tho land of Egypt, saying, The 
Lord God liveth. 

27 Behold, I will watoh over them 
for evil, and not for good; and all 
the men of Judah that are in the land 
of Egypt shall be oonsumod by the 
sword and by the famine, until there 
be an end of thorn. 

26 Yot a small number that escape 
the sword shall return out of the land 
of Egypt into the land of Judah ; and 
all the remnant of Judah, that are 
gono into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
thore, shall know whose words shall 
stand, mine, or theirs. 

29 And this shall be a sign unto 
you, saith the Lord, that I will punish 
you in this placo, that yo may know 
that my words Bh&ll Burcly stand 
ngainst you for evil; 

30 Thus saith tho Lord; Behold, I 
will give Pharaoh-hophra king of 
Egypt into tho hand of his enomios, 
and into the hand of thorn that seek 
bis life; as I gave Zodekiah king of 
Judah into the hand of Nebnohad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, his enemy, 
and that sought hi b life. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

Baruch dismaytd. 

IIE word that Jeremiah the proph¬ 
ot spake unto Baruoh the son of 
Noriah, when he had written these 
words in a hook at tho mouth of Jere¬ 
miah, in the fourth year of Jeholakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, tho God of 
Israel, onto thee, 0 Baruch ; 
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3 Thou didst say. Woe is ine now ! 
for the Lord hath added grief to my 
sorrow; I fainted in my sighing, and 
T find no rest. 

4 Thus shalt thou say unto him, 
The Lord eaith thus; Behold, that 
which I have built will I break down, 
nnd that whioh I have planted I will 
pluck up, even this whole land. 

5 And seekest thou great things for 
thyself? seek them not; for, behold, 
I will bring evil upon all flesh, eaith 
the Lord ; but thy life will I give unto 
thee for a prey in all the places 
whither thou goest. 

CHAPTER XLVI. 

Jeremiah prophesicth the overthrow of Pha¬ 
raoh's army, and the conquest of Egypt — 
H e comforUlh Jacob. 

HE word of the Lord which came 
to Jeremiah the prophet ngainst 
the Gentiles; 

2 Against Egypt, against the army 
of Pharaoh-nccno king of Egypt, 
which was by the river Euphrates in 
Cnrchemish, which Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon smote in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Joeiah 
king of Judah. 

3 Ordor yo the buckler and shield, 
and draw near to battle. 

4 Harness the horses; and get up, 
yo horsemen, and Btand forth with 
your helmets ; furbish the spears, and 
put on the brigandines. 

5 Wherefore have I seen them dis¬ 
mayed and turned away beck ? and 
their mighty ones are beaten down, 
and are fled apace, and look not back ; 
for fear was round about, eaith the 
Lord. 

ft Let not the swift flee away, nor 
the mighty man escape ; they shall 
stumblo, and fall toward the north 
by tho river Euphrates. 

7 Who is this that oometh up as a 
flood, whose waters are moved as the 
rivers ? 

8 Egypt riseth up like a flood, and 
his waters are moved like the rivers; 
and ho eaith, I will go up, and will 
cover the earth; I will destroy the 
city and the inhabitants thereof. 

9 Come up, ye horses ; and rage, ye 
chariots; and let the mighty mon 
come forth; tho Ethiopians and the 
Libyans, that handle the shield ; aad 
the Lydians, that handle and bond 
the bow. 


10 For this is tho day of the Lord 
God of hosts, a day of vengeance, 
that he may avenge him of his ad¬ 
versaries; and the sword shall de 
vour, and it shall bo satiato and made 
drunk with their blood; for the Lord 
God of hosts hath a sacrifice in the 
north oountry by the river Euphrates. 

11 Go up into Gilead, and take 
balm, 0 virgin, the daughter of 
Egypt; in vain shalt thou use many 
medicines; for thou shalt not be 
cured. 

12 The nations have heard of thy 
shame, and thy cry hath filled the 
land; for the mighty man hath 
stumbled against the mighty, and 
they are fallen both together. 

13 The word that the Lord spake to 
Jeremiah the prophet, how Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon should 
come and smite the land of Egypt. 

14 Declare ye in Egypt, and pub 
lish in Migdol, and publish in Noph 
and in Tahpanhes; say ye, Stand 
fast, and prepare thee; for the sword 
shall devour round about thee. 

15 Why are thy valiant men swept 
away ? they stood not, because tho 
Lord did drive them. 

10 lie made many to fall, yea, one 
fell upon another; and they said, 
Arise, and let us go again to our own 
people, and to the land of our na¬ 
tivity, from the oppressing sword. 

17 They did cry there. Pharaoh 
king of Egypt is but a noise; ho 
hath passed tne time appointed. 

18 As I live, saith the King, whose 
name is the Lord of hosts, Surely as 
Tabor is among the mountains, and 
as Carmel by the sea, so shall he 
come. 

19 0 thou daughter dwelling in 
Egypt, furnish thyself to go into 
captivity ; for Noph shall bo waste 
and desolato without an inhabitant. 

20 Egypt iB like a very fair heifer, 
but destruction cometb ; it oometh 
out of the north. 

21 Also her hired men are in the 
midst of her like fatted bullooks; foi 
they also are turned book, and are 
fled away together; they did not 
stand, beoauBO the day of their cala¬ 
mity was come upon them, and the 
time of their visitation. 

22 The voice thereof shall go like 
a serpent; for they shall march with 
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an army, and coinc against her with 
aico, a9 howors of wood. 

23 They shall out down her forest, 
saith tlio Lord, though it cannot be 
searched ; hecauso Ihoy aro more than 
the grasshoppers, and aro innumera¬ 
ble. 

21 Tho daughter of Egypt shall bo 
confounded; shoshall bodclivored into 
the hand of the people of the north. 

25 The Lord of ho6ts, the God of 
Israel, eailh; Dchold, I will punish 
the multitude of No, and Pharaoh, 
and Egypt, with their gods, and their 
kings; oveu Pharaoh, and all them 
that trust in him ; 

26 And will doliver them into the 
hand of those that seek their lives, 
and into the hand of Nebuobadrczzar 
king of Babylon, and into the hand 
of his servants; and afterward it 
shall be inhabited, as in tho days of 
old, saith the Lord. 

27 But fear not thou, 0 my servant 
Jaoob, and be not dismayed, 0 Israel; 
for, behold, I will eavo thee from afar 
off, and thy seed from the land of 
their oaptivity ; and Jacob shall re¬ 
turn, and be in rest and at ease, and 
none shall make him afraid. 

26 Fear thou not, 0 Jacob my ser¬ 
vant, saith the Lord; for I am with 
thee ; for I will make a full end of all 
tho nations whither I have driven 
thee; but I will not make a full end 
of thee, but oorreot tbco in measure; 
yot will I not leave thee wholly un¬ 
punished. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

Hit destruction qf the Philistines. 
rpUE word of the Lord that camo 
X to Joremiah the prophet against 
the Philistines, hoforo that Pharaoh 
smote Gaza. 

2 Thus Baith the Lord; Bohold, 
waters rise up out of the north, and 
shall be an overflowing flood, and 
■hill overflow the land, and all that 
la therein ; the oity, and thorn that 
dwell therein; then the men shall 
ory, and all tho inhabitants of tho 
land shall howl. 

3 At the noiso of tho stamping of 
tho hoofs of his strong horses, at the 
rushing of his ohariota, and at the 
rumbling of Mb wheels, the fathors 
iball not look baok to their ohildron 
for roeblonoaa of bands; 

1 necauso of the day that oometh 


to spoil all tho Philistine?, and to 
cut off from Tyrus and Zidon every 
helper that remaineth ; for the Lord 
will spoil tho Philistines, the rem¬ 
nant of tho oountry of Caphtor. 

5 Baldness is come upon Gazn; 
Aehkolon iB out off with tne remnant 
of thoir valley ; how long wilt thou 
out thyself? 

6 0 thou sword of tho Lord, how 
long will it be ero thou be quiet? pul 
up thyself into thy scabbard, rest, 
and bo still. 

7 How can it be quiet, seeing the 
Lord hath given it a charge against 
Aahkclon, and against tho sea shore? 
there hath ho appointed it. 

CHAPTER XLVIII. 

The judgment of Moab — The restoration of 
Moab. 

GAINST Moab thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Is¬ 
rael ; Woo unto Nebo! for it is spoiled; 
Kiriathnim is confounded and taken ; 
Misgnb is confounded and dismayed. 

2 There shall bo no more praise of 
Moab; in IleshboD they have de¬ 
vised evil against it; como, and let 
us cut it off from being a nation. 
Also thou shalt be cut down, 0 Mad¬ 
men ; the sword shall pursue thee. 

3 A voice of crying shall be from 
lloroneim, spoiling and great de¬ 
struction. 

4 Moab is destroyed ; hor little ones 
have caused a cry to be heard. 

5 For in the going up of Luhith 
continual weeping shall go up ; for 
in tho going down of Horonaim the 
enemios havo heard a cry of destruc¬ 
tion. 

6 Floo, save your lives, and be like 
the heath in tho wilderness. 

v or because thou hast trusted 
in thy work? and in thy treasures, 
thou sha't also betaken; and Che- 
rnush shall go forth into captivity 
with his priests and his prinocs to¬ 
gether. 

3 And the spoiler Bhall come opon 
every city, and no oity shall esoape; 
tho valley also shall perish, and tbo 
lain shall bo destroyod, as the Lord 
ath spoken. 

9 Givo wings onto Moab, that it 
may flee and got away; for the oilics 
thereof shall be dosolato, without any 
to dwell thorein. 

10 Cursed he he that doetb tho

worfc of tho Lord dcoeitfully, and 
oursed be he that keepeth back his 
sword from blood. 

11 Moab hath been at ease from 
his youth, and he hath settled on 
his Ico9, and hath not hcon emptied 
from vessel to vessel, neither nath 
ho gone into oaptivity ; thereforo his 
tasto remained in him, and his scent 
is not changed. 

12 Thereforo, behold, tho days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will send unto 
him wanderers, that shall cause him 
to wander, and 6hall empty his ves¬ 
sels, and break their bottles. 

13 And Moab Bhall be ashamed 
of Chemosh, as the house of Israel 
was ashamed of Beth-el their confi¬ 
dence. 

14 How say ye, We are mighty and 
strong men for the war ? 

15 Moab is spoiled, and gone up 
out of her cities, and his chosen 
young men are gone down to the 
slaughter, saith the King, whose 
name is The Lord of hosts. 

16 The calamity of Moab is near 
to come, and his affliction hasteth 
fast. 

17 All ye that are about him, be¬ 
moan him; and all ye that know his 
name, say, How is the strong staff 
broken, and the beautiful rod ! 

18 Thou daughter that dost inhabit 
Dibon, come down from thy glory, 
and sit in thirst; for the spoiler of 
Moab shall come upon thee, and he 
shall dostroy thy strong holds. 

19 0 inhabitant of Aroer, stand by 
the way, and espy; ask him that 
fieeth, and her that esoapeth, and 
say, What is done ? 

20 Moab is oonfounded; for it is 
broken down; howl and cry; tell ye 
it in Arnon, that Moah is spoiled, 

21 And judgment is como upon 
tho plain oountry ; upon Ilolon, and 
upon Jahazah, and upon Mcphaath, 

22 And upon Dibon, and upon 
Nobo, and upon Beth-diblathaim, 

23 And upon Kiriathaim, and upon 
Beth-gamul, and upon Beth-meon, 

24 And upon Kerioth, and upon 
Bozrah, and upon all tho citiofi of 
tho land of Moab, far or near. 

25 The horn of Moab is cut off, 
and his arm is brokon, saith the Lord. 

26 Mako ye him drunken; for ho 
magnified himself against the Lord; 


Moab also shall wallow in his vomit, 
and ho also shall be in derision. 

27 For was not Israel a derision 
unto thee? was he found among 
thieves? for sinco thou spakest of 
him, thou skippedst for joy. 

23 0 ye that dwell in Moah, leave 
the cities, and dwell in the rock, and 
be like the dove that maketh her neat 
in the sides of the hole’s mouth. 

29 We have heard the pride of 
Moab, (he is exceeding proud,) hii 
loftiness and his arrogancy, and hii 

ride, and the haughtiness of hia 

cart. 

30 I know his wrath, saith the 
Lord; but it shall not be so; his lies 
Bhall not so effect it. 

31 Therefore will I howl for Moab, 
and I will cry out for all Moab; mine 
heart shall mourn for the mon of 
Kir-heres. 

32 0 vine of Sibmah, I will weep 
for thee with the weeping of Jazer; 
thy plants are gone over the sea, 
they reach even to the sea of Jazer; 
the spoiler is fallen upon thy sum¬ 
mer fruits and upon thy vintage. 

33 And joy and gladness is taken 
from the plentiful field, and from the 
land of Moab; and I have caused 
wine to fail from the winepresses; 
none shall tread with shonting; their 
shouting shall be no shouting. 

34 From the ory of Heshbon even 
unto Elealoh, and even unto Jahai, 
have they uttered their voice, from 
Zoar even unto Iloronaim, as a heifer 
of three years old; for the waters 
also of Nimrim shall he desolate. 

35 Moreover I will cause to oease 
in Moab, saith the Lord, him that 
offereth in the high places, and him 
that burnelh incense to his gods. 

36 Therefore miuo heart shall sound 
for Moab like pipes, and mine heart 
shall sound like pipes for the men 
of Kir-heres ; because the riches that 
he hath gotten aro perished. 

37 For every head shall be bald, 
and every beard clipped; upon all 
the bands shall bo outtings, and upon 
the loins sookoloth. 

33 There shall be lamentation gene¬ 
rally upon all the housetops of 
Moab, and in tho streets thereof; 
for I have broken Moab like a ves¬ 
sel wherein is no pleasure, saith the 
Lord. 
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39 They shall howl, Baying, IIow 
is it broken down! how hath Moab 
turned the back with Bbamc; so 
shall Moab bo a derision and a dis¬ 
maying to all them about him. 

40 Tor thus saith the Lord; Be¬ 
hold, he Bhall fly aB an eagle, and 
shall spread hie wings over Moab. 

41 Kerioth is taken, and the strong 
bolds are surprised, and the mighty 
mon ’9 hearts in Moab at that day 
shall be as the heart of a woman in 
ber pangs. 

42 And Moab shall be destroyod 
from being a people, because ho 
bath magnified himself against the 
Lord. 

43 Fear, and the pit, and the snare, 
sbnll bo upon thee, 0 inhabitant of 
Moab, saith the Lord. 

44 lie that death from the foar shall 
fall into tbe pit; and he that getteth 
up out of the pit shall be taken in 
the Bnare; for I will bring upon it, 
evon upon Moab, the year of their 
visitation, saith the Lord. 

45 They that fled stood undor tho 
shadow of Heshbon because of tho 
force; but a fire shall come forth out 
of Heshbon, and a flame from tho 
midst of SiboD, and shall devour the 
corner of Moab, and the crown of 
Lhe hoad of the tumultuous onos. 

40 Woo be unto thee, 0 Moab! the 
people of Chemosb perishoth; for 
thy sons are taken captives, and thy 
daughters captives. 

47 Yet will I bring again the cap¬ 
tivity of Moab in the latter days, saith 
the Lord. Thus far is tho judgment 
of Moab. 

CHAPTER XLIX. 

77k? judgment of the Ammonites — Their 
restoration—The judgment of Edom , of 
Damascus, qf Kedar , of JIazor, and of 
Elam—The restoration of Elam. 

C ONCERNING tbo Ammonites, 
thus saith tbe Lord; Hath Israel 
no sons? hath ho no heir? why tbon 
doth thoir king inherit Gad, and his 
people dwell in his cities? 

2 Therefore, bohold, tho days oome, 
saith tho Lord, that I will cause an 
alarm of war to bo beard in Rabbah 
of tbe Ammonites; and it shall bo 
a dosolato heap, and her daughters 
shall be burnod with fire; then shall 
Israel be heir unto thorn that wore 
bis heirs, saith tbo Lord. 

3 IIowl, 0 HeBbbon, for Ai isspoilod; 


cry, yo daughters of Rabbah, gird 
you with sackcloth; lament, and run 
to and fro by the hedges ; for thcii 
king shall go into captivity, and his 
priests and his princes together. 

4 Wherefore gloriost thou in the 
valleyB, thy flowing valley, 0 back¬ 
sliding daughter? that trusted in her 
treasures, saying, Who shall come 
unto me? 

5 Bohold, I will bring a fear upon 
thco, saith the Lord God of hosts, 
from all those that be about thee; 
and ye shall be driven out every man 
right forth; and none shall gather np 
him that wanderoth. 

6 And afterward I will bring again 
tho oaptivity of tho children of Am¬ 
mon, saith tho Lord. 

7 Concerning Edom, thus saith the 
Lord of hosts ; Is wisdom no more in 
Teinan ? is counsel perished from the 
prudent? is their wisdom vanished? 

8 Fleo yo, turn back, dwell deep, 0 
inhabitants of Dcdan ; for I will bring 
the oalnmity of Esau upon him, tbo 
timo that I will visit him. 

9 If grape-gatherers come to thee, 
would they not loave some gleaning 
grapes ? if thieves by night, they will 
destroy till they have enough. 

10 But I have made Esau bare, I 
have unoovered bisseorot places, and 
be shall not be able to hirlo himself; 
his seed is apoilod, and his brethren, 
and his neighbours, and be is not. 

11 Leave thy fatherless children, I 
will proserve them alive; and let thy 
widows trust in me. 

12 For thuB saith tbe Lord; Be¬ 
hold, they whose judgmont was Dot 
to drink of the oup have assuredly 
drunken; and art thou he that 9hall 
altogether go unpuniahod ? thou shalt 
not go unpunished, but thou shalt 
surely drina of it. 

13 For I have sworn by myself, 
saith tho Lord, that Bozrah shall be- 
ooino a desolation, a roproach, a 
waste, and a curse; and all the cities 
thereof shall be perpotaal wastes. 

14 I havo heard a rumour from tbe 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent unto 
tbo heathen, saying, Gather ye to¬ 
gether, and oome against her, and 
rise up to the battle. 

15 For, lo, I will make thee small 
among tbe heathen, and despised 
among men. 
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lfl Thy terriblcness hath deceived 
thee, and the pride of thine heart, 0 
thou that dwellest in the clefts of tho 
rock, that holdest tho height of tho 
hill ; though thou ehouldest moke 
thy rest as high as the eagle, I will 
hring thee down from thence, eaith 
the Lord. 

17 Also Edom shall be a desolation; 
every one that goeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss at all tho 
plagues thereof. 

18 As in the overthrow of Sodom 
and Gomorrah and the neighbour 
cities thereof, saith tho Lord, no man 
shall abide there, neither shall a eon 
of man dwell in it. 

19 Behold, he shall come up like 
a lion from the swelling of Jordan 
against the habitation of the strong ; 
but I will suddenly make him run 
away from her; and who is a chosen 
man, that I may appoint over her? 
for who is like me? and who will ap¬ 
point me the time? and who is that 
shepherd that will stand before me? 

20 Therefore hear the counsel of tho 
Lord, that ho hath taken against 
Edom; and his purposes, that ho 
hath purposed against the inhabit¬ 
ants of Teman ; Surely the least of 
the flock shall draw them out; surely 
ho shall make their habitations deso¬ 
late with them. 

21 The earth is moved at the noise 
of their fall ; at the cry tho noise 
thereof was heard in the Red sea. 

22 Behold, he shall come up and fly 
as the eagle, and spread his wings over 
Bozrah; and at tbat day shall the heart 
of the mighty men of Edom be as the 
heart of a woman in her pangs. 

23 Concerning Damascus. Hamath 
is oonfounded, and Arpad ; for they 
have heard evil tidings; they are 
faint-hearted; there is Borrow on tho 
sea; it cannot bo quiot. 

24 Damascus is waxed feeble, and 
turneih horself to flee, and fear bath 
seized on her; anguish and sorrows 
have taken her, as a woman in 
travail. 

25 How is the oity of praise not 
left, the oity of my joy! 

26 Therefore her young men shall 
fall in her streets, and all tho men of 
war shall bo out off in that day, saith 
tho Lord of hosts. 

27 And I will kindle a Are in the 


wall of Damascus, and it shall con¬ 
sume the palaces of Ben-badad. 

28 Concerning Kedar, and concern 
ing the kingdoms of Ilazor, which 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Bahylon 
shall smite, thus saith the Lord; 
Arise ye, go up to Kedar, and spoil 
the men of the east. 

29 Their tents and their flocks shall 
they take away; they shall take to 
themselves their curtains, and all their 
vessels, and their camels; and they 
shall cry unto them, Fear is oa every 
side. 

30 Flee, get you far off, dwell deep, 
0 ye inhabitants of Hazor, eaith the 
Lord; for Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon hath taken counsel against 
you, and hath conceived a purpose 
against you. 

31 Arise, get you up unto the 
wealthy nation, that dwelleth without 
care, saith the Lord, which have nei¬ 
ther gates nor bars, which dwell alone. 

32 And their camels shall be a 
booty, and the multitude of their 
cattle a spoil; and I will scatter into 
all winds them tbat are in the utmost 
corners; and I will bring their ca¬ 
lamity from all sides thereof, saith the 
Lord. 

33 And Hazor shall be a dwelling 
for dragons, ana . isolation for 
ever; there 6hall do man aJide there, 
nor any son of man dwell in it. 

34 The word of the Lord that came 
to Jeremiah the prophet ngainBt Elam 
in the beginning of the reign of Zede- 
kiah king of Judah, saying, 

35 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, I will break the bow of Elam, 
the ohief of their might. 

36 And upon Elam will I bring the 
four windB from the four quarters of 
heaven, and will scatter them toward 
all those winds; and there shall be 
no nation whither tho outcasts of 
Elam Bhall not come. 

37 For I will oauee Elam to be dis¬ 
mayed before their enemies, and be¬ 
fore them that seek their life; and 
I will bring evil upon them, even my 
fioroe anger, saith the Lord; end I 
will send the sword aftor them, till I 
have consumed them ; 

38 And I will set my throne in 
Elam, and will destroy from thence 
the king and the princes, saith the 
Lord. 
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39 But it shall come lo pass in Iho 
hitler (lays, that I will bring again 
the captivity of Elam, saith the Lord. 
CII APT EH L. 

TTte Judy vutii of Babylon—ftcdanytion of 
hr ad. 

HE word that the Lord spake 
against Babylon and against the 
land of the Cbaldoans by Jeremiah 
the prophet. 

2 Declare ye among the nations, 
and publish, and Bet up a standard; 

I mtlish, and conceal not; say. Baby- 
on is takon, Bel is confounded, Me- 
rodach is broken in pieces; her idols 
are confounded, her images are broken 
in pieces. 

3 For out of the north thero comcth 
up a nation against her, which shall 
make her land desolate, and none 
shall dwell therein; they shall re¬ 
move, they shall depart, both man 
and beast. 

4 In those days, and in that time, 
duilh the Lord, the children of Israol 
shall come, they and the children of 
Judah together, going and woepiug; 
thoy shall go, and seek the Lord their 
God. 

5 They Bhall ask the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward, saying, 
Como, and let ns join ourselves to 
ibe Lord in a perpetual oovenant 
that shall not he forgotten. 

0 My people have boon lost sheep ; 
their shepherds have caused them 
to go astray, they have turned thorn 
away on the mountains; thoy have 
gone from mountain to hill, they have 
forgotten thoir resting-place. 

7 All that found them have devoured 
them; and Lboir adversaries said, We 
offend not, beoause they have sinned 
against the Lord, the habitation of 
justice, even the Lord, the hope of 
thoir fathers. 

8 Remove out of Iho midst of Baby- 
lou, and go forth out of the land of 
Iho Chaldeans, and bo as tho he goats 
before the flocks. 

9 For, lo, I will raise and oause to 
ourno up ugAinsl Babylon an assem¬ 
bly of great nations from tho north 
country; and thoy shall Bet themsclvos 
in array against bor; from thonoo 
she shall bo lakou; their arrows shall 
bo as of a mighty expert man; none 
shall return in vain. 

10 And Chaldea shall ho n spoil; all 


that spoil her shall be satisfied, sailh 
the Lord. 

11 Becauso ye were glad, because 
yu rejoiced, 0 ye destroyers of mine 
heritage, because ye are grown fat as 
the heifer at grass, and bellow as 
bulls ; 

12 Your mother shall bo sore con¬ 
founded; she that bare you shall be 
ashamed; behold, the hindermost of 
the nations shall be a wilderness, a 
dry land, and a desert. 

13 Because of the wrath of the Lord 
It shall not be inhabited, but it shall 
he wholly desolate; every one that 
goeth by Babylon shall be astoniahod, 
and hiss at all her plagues. 

14 Put yourselves in array against 
Babylon round about; all ye that 
heud the bow, shoot at her, spare no 
arrows; for she bath sinned against 
tho Lord. 

15 Shout against her round about; 
she hath given her hand; her foun¬ 
dations are fallen, her walls are thrown 
down; for it is the vengeance of the 
I^ord; take vengeance upon her; as 
she bath done, do unto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylon, 
and him that handlelh the sicklo in 
the limo of harvest; for fear of the 
expressing sword they shall turn 
every one lo his people, and they 
shall flee every one to his own land. 

17 Israel is a scattered sheep; the 
lions have driven him away; first the 
king of Assyria hath devoured him; 
and last this Nobuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon hath broken hiB bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hostB, the God of Israel; Behold, 
I will punish the king of Babylon 
und his land, as I have punished the 
king of Assyria. 

19 And I will bring Israel again to 
his habitation, And he shall feed on 
Carmel and Bashan, and bis soul shall 
be satisfied upon mount Ephraim and 
Gilead. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith tho Lord, the iniquity of Israel 
shall bo sought for, and there shall be 
none; and tho sins of Judah, and 
they shall not be found; for I will 
pardon them whom I reserve. 

21 Go up against the land of Me- 
ralhaim, even against it, and against 
tho inhabitants of Pokod ; waste and 
utterly destroy after them, saith the 
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Lord, and do according to all that I 
have commanded thee. 

22 A sound of battle is in the land, 
and of great destruction. 

23 How is tho hammer of the whole 
earth out asunder and broken! how is 
Babylon become a desolation among 
the notions! 

24 I have laid a snare for thee, and 
thou art also taken, 0 Babylon, and 
thou wast not aware; thou art found, 
and also caught, because thou haBt 
striven against the Lord. 

25 The Lord hath opened his ar¬ 
moury, and hath brought forth the 
weapons of his indignation; for this 
iB the work of the Lord God of hoBts 
in the land of tho Chaldeans. 

25 Come against hor from the ut¬ 
most border, open her storehouses; 
cast her up as heaps, and destroy her 
utterly; let nothing of her be left. 

27 Slay all her bullocks; let them 
go down to the slaughter; woe unto 
them! for their day is come, the time 
of their visitation, 

2S The voice of them that flee and 
cacapo out of the land of Babylon, to 
dcclaro in Zion the vengeance of the 
Lord our God, the vengeance of his 
temple, 

29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon; all ye that bend the bow, 
camp against it round about; let none 
thereof escape; recompense her ac¬ 
cording to her work; according to all 
that ehe hath done, do unto her; for 
she hath been proud against the Lord, 
against the Holy One of Israol. 

30 Therefore shall her young men 
fall in the streets, and all her men 
of war shall be out off in that day, 
saith tbo Lord. 

31 Behold, I am against thee, 0 thou 
most proud, saith the Lord God of 
hosts; for thy day is oorne, the time 
that I will visit thee. 

32 And the most proud shall stum- 
blo and fall, and nono shall raise him 
up; and I will kindle a fire in his 
oitios, and it shall devour all round 
about him. 

33 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The children of Israel and the chil¬ 
dren of Jndah were oppressed toge¬ 
ther; and all that took them oaptives 
held them fast; they refused to let 
them go. 

34 Their Redeemer is strong; The 


Lord of hosts is his name; he shall 
thoroughly plead their eause, that he 
may give rest to the land, and dis¬ 
quiet the inhabitants of Babylon. 

35 A sword is upon the Chaldeans, 
saith the Lord, and upon the inhabit¬ 
ants of Babylon, and upon her princes, 
and upon her wise men. 

36 A sword is upon the liars; and 
they shall dote; a sword is upon her 
mighty men; and they shall be dis¬ 
mayed. 

37 A sword is upon their horses, 
and upon their chariots, and upon all 
the mingled people that are in the 
midst of her; and they shall become 
as women; a sword i3 upen her trea¬ 
sures; and they shall be robbed. 

33 A drought is upon hc-r waters, 
and they shall bo dried up; for it is 
the land of graven images, and they 
are mad upon their idols. 

39 Therefore the wild beasts of the 
desert with the wild beasts of tho 
islands shall dwell there, and the 
owls shall dwell therein; and it shall 
be'no more inhabited for ever; neither 
shall it be dwolt in from generation 
to generation. 

40 As God overthrow Sodom and 
Gomorrah and the neighbour cities 
thereof, saith the Lord; so shall no 
man abide there, neither Bhall any 
eon of man dwell therein. 

41 Behold, a people shall come from 
the north, and a great nation, and 
many kings shall be raised up from 
the ooastB of the earth. 

42 They shall hold the bow and the 
lance; they are cruel, and will not 
show meroy; their voice shall roar 
like the sea, and they shall ride upon 
horses, every one put in array, like a 
man to the battle, against thee, 0 
daughter of Babylon. 

43 The king of Babylon hath heard 
the report of them, and his hands 
waxed feeble; anguish took hold of 
him, and pangs as of a woman in 
travail. 

44 Behold, he shall come np like 
a lion from the swelling of Jordan 
unto the habitation of the strong; 
but I will make thorn suddenly run 
away from her; and who is a choson 
man, that I may appoint over her? 
for who is like me? and who will 
appoint mo tho time? and who is that 
shepherd that will stand beforo me? 



CHAPTER LI. m 


45 Therefore hear ye the oounscl of 
the Lord, thnt ho hath taken against 
Babylon ; and his purposes, that he 
hath purposed against the lnnd of tho 
Chaldeans; Purely tho leapt of the 
flock shall draw them out; surely he 
shall make their habitation desolate 
with them. 

-10 At tho noise of tho taking of 
Babylon tho earth is moved, and tho 
ory is heard among the nations. 
CHAPTER LI. 

The book of prophecy catl into Euphrates. 
rniIU8 saith the Lord; Behold, I 
J_ will raise up against Babylon, 
and against them that dwell in the 
midst of them that rise up againBt 
ino, a destroying wind; 

2 And will send unto Babylon fan¬ 
ners, that shall fan her, and shall 
empty her land; for in the day of 
trouble they shall bo against her 
round about. 

3 Against him that bendoth lot tho 
archer bend his bow, and against him 
that liftoth himself up in his brigau- 
dine; and spare ye not heryoung men; 
destroy ye utterly all her host. 

4 Thus tho slain shall fall in tho 
land of the Chaldeans, and they that 
aro thrust through in her streets. 

6 For Israel bnth not been forsaken, 
nor Judah of his God, of tho Lord 
of hoaLs ; though their land was filled 
with sin against tho Holy One of 
Israol. 

0 Fleo out of the midst of Babylon, 
and deliver evory man his soul; be 
not out off in her iniquity ; for this is 
the tirno of the Lord's vengeance; ho 
will render unto her a recompense. 

7 Babylon hath been a golden oup 
in the Lord’s band, that made all the 
earth drunken; the nations have 
drunken of her wino; therefore the 
nations are mad. 

8 Babylon is suddenly fallen and de¬ 
stroyed ; howl for her; take balm for 
her pain, if so be she may be healed. 

9 We would have healed Babylon, 
bnt she is not healed; forsake her and 
let us go every one into hie owd 
oountry ; for her judgment reacheth 
unto heaven, and ie lifted up even to 
the skies. 

10 The Lord hath brought forth our 
righteousness ; oome, and let ub de¬ 
clare) in Zion the work of tho Lord 
*ur God. 


11 Make bright the arrows; gather 
the .shields; tho Lord hath raised up 
tho spirit of tho kings (if the Modes; 
for his device is against Babylon, to 
destroy it ; because it is tho ven¬ 
geance of the Lord, the vengeance of 
his temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the 
walls of Babylon, make the watch 
strong, set up tho watchmen, prepare 
the ambushes; for the Lord hath 
both devised and done that which 
he epako against the inhabitants of 
Babylon. 

13 0 thou that dwcllcst upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine 
end is eome, and tho measure of thy 
covetousness. 

14 Tho Lord of hosts hath sworn by 
himself, saying, Surely I will fill thee 
with mon as with oaterpillara; and 
they shall lift up a shout against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his 

ower, he hath established tho world 

y his wisdom, and hath stretched 

out the heaven by his understanding. 

1G When he uttercth his voice, thoro 
is a multitude of waters in tho 
heavens ; and he causetb tho vapours 
to ascend from the ends of the earth ; 
ho makoth lightnings with rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his 
treasuros. 

17 Every man is brutish by his 
knowledge; every founder is con¬ 
founded by the graven imago ; for his 
molten image is falsehood, and there 
is no breath in thorn. 

18 They are vanity, the work of 
errors ; in the time of their visitation 
they shall perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them; for he ie the former of all 
things ; aDd Israel is tho rod of his 
inheritance; The Lord of hosts is his 
name. 

20 Thou art my battle axe and 
weapons of war; for with thoe will I 
break in pieces the nations, and with 
thee will I destroy kingdoms; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieoes the borse and hiB rider; and 
with thee will I broak in pieoes the 
chariot and his rider; 

22 With thee also will I break in 
pieces man and woman; and with 
thoe will 1 break in pieoes old and 
young ; and with thee will I break in 
pieces the young man and the maid ; 
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2o I will also break in pieces with 
theo the shepherd and his flock ; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
husbandman and his yoke of oxen ; 
and with thee will I break in piecca 
captains and rulers. 

24 And I will render unto Babylon 
and to all the inhabitants of Chaldea 
all their evil that they have done in 
Zion in your Bight, saith the Lord. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, 0 de¬ 
stroying mountain, saith the Lord, 
which destroyest all Iho earth; and 
[ will Btretch out mine hand upon 
Jiee, and roll thee down from the 
rocks, and will mako thee a burnt 
mountain. 

26 And they shall not take of thee 
a stone for a corner, nor a stone for 
foundations; but thou shalt be deso¬ 
late for ever, aaith the Lord. 

27 Set yo up a standard in the 
land, blow the trumpet among the 
nations, prepare the nations against 
her, call together against her the 
kingdoms of Ararat, Minni, and Ash- 
chenaz; appoint a captain against 
her; cause the horses to come up as 
the rough caterpillars. 

28 Prepare against her the nations 
with Lho kings of the Medcs, the 
captains Lhcreof, and all the rulers 
thereof, and all tho land of his do¬ 
minion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow; for every purpose of tho 
Lord shall be performed against Baby¬ 
lon, to make the land of Babylon, a 
desolation without an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon 
have forborne to fight, they have re¬ 
mained in their holds; their might 
hath failed; they became as women ; 
they have burned her dwelling- 
places; her bars are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet an¬ 
other, and one messenger to meet 
another, to show tho king of Babylon 
that his city is taken at one end, 

32 And that the passages are stop¬ 
ped, and tho reeds they have burned 
with fire, and the men of war are 
affrighted. 

33 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; The daughter of 
Bahylon is like a threshing-floor, it is 
time to throsh her; yet a little while, 
and the time of her harvest shall i 
come. 


34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of 
Babylon hath devoured me, he hath 
crushed me, he hath made me an 
empty vessel, he hath swallowed me 
up like a dragon, he hath filled his 
belly with my dclicates, he hath cast 
me out. 

35 Tho violence done to me and to 
my flesh he upon Babylon, shall the 
inhabitant of Zion say ; and my blood 
upon the inhabitants of Chaldea, 
shall Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will plead thy cause, and 
take vengeance for thee ; and I will 
dry up her sea, and make her springs 
dry. 

37 And Babylon shall become heaps, 
a dwelling-place for dragons, an as¬ 
tonishment, and a hissing, without 
an inhabitant. 

38 They shall roar together like 
lions ; they shall yell as lions' whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunken, 
that thoy may rejoice, and sleep a 
perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith 
the Lord. 

40 I will bring them down like 
lambs to the slaughter, like rams 
with ho goats. 

41 How is Sheebaoh taken! and how 
is the praise of the whole earth sur¬ 
prised ! how is Babylon become aD 
astonishment among the nations! 

42 The sea is come up npon Baby¬ 
lon ; she is covered with the multi¬ 
tude of the waves thereof. 

43 Iler cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a wilderness, a land where¬ 
in no man dwelloth, neither doth any 
son of man pa99 thereby. 

44 And I will punish Bel in Baby¬ 
lon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallowed 
up ; and the nations shall not flow to¬ 
gether any more unto him; yea, the 
wall of Babylon shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the 
midst of her, and deliver ye every 
man his soul from the fieroe anger of 
the Lord. 

46 And lest your heart faint, and 
ye fear for the rumour that shall be 
heard in tho land; a rumour shall 
both oomo one year, and after that in 
anothor yoar shall oome a rumour, And 
violence in tho land, ruler against 
ruler. 
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47 Therefore, behold, ihe dayB oomc, 
that I will do judgment upon the 
graven images of Babylon; and her 
whole land shall be confounded, and 
all her slain shall fall in the midst of 
her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that ie therein, shall sing for 
Babylon; for the spoilers shall como 
unto her from the north, saith the 
Lord. 

49 As Babylon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall 
fall the slain of ull the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the Bword, 
go away, stand noL still; remember 
the Lord afar off, and IcL Jerusalem 
come into your mind. 

51 Wo are confounded, because we 
bavo heard reproach; shame hath 
covered our faces ; for strangers are 
come into the snnotuurics of the 
Lord’s house. 

52 Wherofore, behold, the days 
come, saith tho Lord, that I will do 
judgment upon her graven images; 
and through all her land the wound¬ 
ed shall groan, 

53 Though Babylon should iooudL 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, yet 
from mo shall spoilers come unto her, 
sailh the Lord. 

54 A sound of a cry comoth from 
Babylon, and great destruolion from 
tho land of the Chaldeans; 

55 Because tho Lord hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her tho 
great voioo; when her waves do roar 
liko great waters, a noise of their 
voioo is uttered ; 

56 Because tho spoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Babylon, and her 
mighty men are taken, every one of 
their bows is broken; for the Lord 
God of recompenses shall surely ro- 
quite. 

57 And I will make drnnk hor 
princes, and her wiBe men, her cap¬ 
tains, and her rulers, and her mighty 
men; and they shall sleep a perpetual 
sleep, and not wake, saith the King, 
whoso name is The Lord of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The broad walls of Babylon shall be 
utterly broken, and her high gates 
shall be burned with fire; and the poo- 

f do shall labour in vain, and the folk 
n the fire, and they shall be weary. 


59 The word which Jeremiah the 

n ihet commanded Scraiah the son 
eriah, the son of Maasciah, when 
he went with Zcdckiuh the King of 
Judah into Babylon in the fourth 
year of his reign. And this Seraiah 
was a quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a booh all 
the evil that should come upon Baby¬ 
lon, even all these words that are 
written against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comcst to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and shall read all these 
words; 

62 Then shalt thou say, 0 Lord, 
thou hast spoken against this place, 
to cut it off, that none shall remain 
in it, neither man nor heast, hut that 
it shall be desolate for ever. 

63 And it shall he, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, 
that thou shalt bind a stone to it, and 
cast it into the midst of Euphrates ; 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shatl 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise from 
the evil that I will bring upon her; 
and they shall bo weary. Thus far 
are the words of Jeremiah. 

CHAPTER LII. 

Zedekiah rebelUth—Jerusalem taken — Zedt- 
kiah's eya put out. 

EDEKIA1I was ono and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Ilamutal the daughter of Jeremiah 
of Libnah. 

2 And he did that whioh was evil 
in the eyes of the Lord, according to 
all that Jehoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the 
Lord it came to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, till he had oast them oul 
from his presence, that Zedekiah re 
belled against the king of Babylon. 

4 And it oamo to pass in tho ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, 
in the tenth day of the month, that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
oame, he and all his army, against 
Jerusalem, and pitohed against it, and 
built forts against it round about. 

5 So tbo oity was besieged unto the 
olevoDth year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in tho oity, so that there was 
no bread for tho people of the land 
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7 Then the city was broken up, and 
all tho men of war fled, and went 
forth out of tho city by night by the 
way of tho gate between the two 
walls, which was by the king’s gar¬ 
den; (now the Chaldeans were by the 
city round about;) and they went by 
the way of the plain. 

8 But the army of the Chaldeans 
ursued after the king, and overtook 
edekiah in the plains of Jericho: and 

all his army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and car¬ 
ried him up unto tho king of Baby¬ 
lon to Riblah in the land of Ilamath ; 
where he gave judgment upon him. 

10 And tho king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes ; 
he slew also all the princes of Judah 
in Riblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Zede¬ 
kiah ; and the king of Babylon bound 
him in chains, and carried him to 
Babylon, and put him in prison till 
the day of his death. 

12 Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was 
the nineteenth year of Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar king of Babylon, came Nebu- 
xar-adan, captain of the guard, which 
served the king of Babylon, into 
Jerusalem, 

13 And hurned the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house; and all 
the houees of Jerusalem, and all tho 
hooses of the great men, burned he 
with fire; 

14 And all the army of the Chal¬ 
deans, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down all the walls 
of Jerusalem round about. 

15 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard oarried away captive 
certain of the poor of the people, and 
the residue of the people that remain¬ 
ed in thecity,and those that fell away, 
that fell to the king of Babylon, and 
the rest of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left certain of the poor 
of the land for vine-dresscrs and for 
husbandmen. 

17 Also the pillars of brass that wero 
In the house of tho Lord, and tho 
bases, and the brazen sea that was in 
the house of the Lord, the Chaldeans 
brake, and oarried all the brass of 
them to Babylon. 

18 The caldrons also, and the shov¬ 


els, and the snuffers, and the bowls, 
and the spoons, and all the vessels 
of brass wherewith they ministered, 
took they away. 

19 And the basins, and the firc-panB, 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, and 
the candlesticks, aDd the spoons, and 
the cups ; that w hieh was of gold in 
gold, and that which wus of silver in 
silver, took the captain of the guaid 
away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brazen bulls that were under 
the bases, which king Solomon had 
made in the house of the Lord : the 
brass of all these vessels was without 
weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen 
cubits; and a fillet of twelve cubits 
did compass il; and the thickness 
thereof was fourfingcre; it was hollow. 

22 And a chnpiter of brass was upon 
it; and tho height of one chapiter was 
five cubits, with network and pome¬ 
granates upon the chapiters round 
about, all of brass. The second pillar 
also and tho pomegranates were like 
unto these. 

23 And thore were ninety and sii 
pomegranates on a side ; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network were 
a hundred round about. 

24 And the captain of the guard 
took Scraiah the chief priest, and 
Zcphaniah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of tho door; 

25 He took also out of the city a 
eunuch, which had the chnrgo of the 
men of war; and seven men of them 
that were near the king's person, 
which were fonnd in the oity; and 
tho principal scribe of the host, who 
mustered tne people of tho land ; and 
three-score men of the people of the 
land, that wero found in the midst of 
the oity. 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard took them, and bronghl 
them to the king of Babylon tn Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, aDd put tbem to death in Rih- 
lah in the land of Hamath. Thus 
Judah was carried away captive out 
of bis own land. 

23 This is the people whom Neb¬ 
uchadrezzar carried away oaptive; in 
the seventh year three thousand Jew* 
and throe and twenty; 
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20 In tho eightoenlh year of Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar ho carried away captive 
from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty 
and two portions; 

30 Id tho threo and lwen Lieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar, Nebuzar-adan 
the captain of tho guard carried away 
oaplive of the Jews seven hundred 
forty and Ove persons; all the persons 
were four thousaud and six hun¬ 
dred. 

31 And it oamo to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity of 
Jehoiaohin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, in tho five and twen¬ 
tieth day of the month, that Evil- 
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morodach king of Babylon, in the 
first year of his reign, lifted op the 
head of Jchoiachin king of Judah 
and brought him forth out of prison, 

32 And spako kindly unto him, and 
set his throno above tho throne of tho 
kings that wore with him in Babylon. 

33 And changed his prison gar¬ 
ments; and he did continually eat 
bread before him all the days of his 
life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a 
continual diet given him of the king 
of Babylon, every day a portion until 
the day of his death, all the days of 
his life. 


THE LAMENTATIONS OF JEREMIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

Jeru&alrm'i grit/, her tint, her canfetsumt. 

H OW doth the oity sit solitary, 
that was full of people ! how is 
she become as a widow 1 sne that was 
gi eat among the nations, and princess 
among the provinces, how is she 
become tributary ! 

2 She wcepeth sore in the night, 
and her tears are on her cheeks; 
among all her lovors she hath none 
to comfort her; all her friends have 
dealt treacherously with her, they are 
become her enemies. 

3 Judah is gone“into captivity be¬ 
cause of affliction, and because of 
great servitude ; she dwelleth among 
lhe heathen, she findeth no rost; all 
her persecutors overtook her between 
the straits. 

4 Tho ways of Zion do mourn, be¬ 
cause none come to the solemn feasts ; 
all her gaLos are dosolato ; her priests 
iigh, hor virgins are afflicted, and she 
ia in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the chief, her 
enemies prosper; for the Lord hath 
afflicted ner for the multitude of hor 
transgressions; her children are gone 
Into captivity before tho enemy. 

6 Ana from tho daughter of Zion all 
her beauty is departed ; her princes 
aro become liko harts that find no 
pusture, and they are gone without 
■trength before tho pursuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in tho 
days of hor aflliotion and of hor 
miseries all her pleasant things that 


she had in the days of old, when her 
people fell into the hand of the 
enemy, and none did help her; the 
adversaries saw her, and did mock at 
her sabbaths. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned ; 
therefore she is removed; all that 
honoured her despise her, beoause 
they have seen her nakedness ; yea, 
she sigheth, and turneth back¬ 
ward. 

9 Her filthiness is in her skirts; she 
rememboreth not her laBt end; there¬ 
fore she came down wonderfully; she 
had no comforter. 0 Lord, behold my 
affliction ; for the enemy hath magni¬ 
fied himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out 
his hand upon all herplea9ant things; 
for she bath seen that the heathen 
ontered into her sanctuary, whom 
thou didst command that they should 
not enter into thy congregation. 

11 All her peoplo sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their pleasant 
things for meat to relieve tne soul; 
soe, 0 Lord, and oonBider; for I am 
become vile. 

12 Ib it nothing to you, all ye that 
pass by ? behold, and see if there be 
any sorrow like unto my sorrow, 
wbiob is done unto me, wherewith 
the Lord bath afflioted me in the day 
of his fieroe anger. 

13 From ahove hath be sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them ; he hath spread a net 
for my feet, ho hath turned me book ; 
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be bath made me desolate and faint 
nil tho day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions 
is bound by bis band; they are 
wreathed, and come up upon my 
neck; he hath made my Btrcngth to 
fall, the Lord hath delivered me into 
their hands, from whom I am not 
able to rise up. 

15 Tbe Lord hath trodden under 
foot all my mighty men in tho midst 
of me; be bath called an assembly 
against me to crush my young men ; 
the Lord hath trodden tho virgin, the 
daughter of Jndah, as in a winepress. 

10 For these things I weep ; mine 
eye, mine eye runneth down with 
water, beoause the comforter that 
should relieve my soul is far from 
me; my children are desolate, be¬ 
oause the enemy prevailed. 

17 Zion spreadeth forth her bands, 
and there is none to comfort her; the 
Lord bath commanded concerning 
■Jacob, that his adversaries should be 
nmnd about him; Jerusalem is as a 
menstruous woman among them. 

18 The Lord is righteous; for I 
have rebelled against his command¬ 
ment; hear, I pray you, all people, and 
behold my sorrow; my virgins and my 
young men are gone into captivity. 

19 I called for my lovers, Dot they 
deceived me; my priests and mine 
elders gave up the ghost in the city, 
while they sought their meat to re¬ 
lieve their souls. 

20 Behold, 0 Lord; for I am in 
distress; my bowels are troubled : 
mine heart is turned within me; for 
I have grievously rebelled; ahroad 
the sword bereaveth, at home there is 
as death. 

21 They have heard that I sigh; 
thore is none to comfort me; all mine 
enemies have beard of my trouhle; 
they are glad that thou bast done it; 
thou wilt hring the day that thou hast 
oalled, and they shall be liko unto me. 

22 Let all their wiokedness come 
before thoo; and do unto them, as 
thou hast done nnto me for all my 
transgressions; for my sighs ore 
many, and my hoart is faint. 

CHAPTER II. 

Jeremiah, lamentith the misery and humilia¬ 
tion of Jerusalem. 

OW hath the Lord covered the 
daughter of Zion with a oloud i 


in his anger, and cast down from 
heaven unto the earth the beauty of 
Israel, and remembered not his foot¬ 
stool in the day of his anger! 

2 The Lord hath swallowed up all 
the habitations of Jacob, and hatn not 
pitied; he bath thrown down in bis 
wrath the strong holds of the daugh¬ 
ter of Judah ; he hath brought them 
down to the ground; he hath pol¬ 
luted the kingdom and the princes 
thereof. 

3 He hath cut off in his fierce anger 
all the horn of Israel ; he hath drawn 
back his right hand from before the 
enemy, and he burned against Jacob 
like a flaming fire, which devonreth 
round about. 

4 He bath bent hie bow like an 
enemy; he stood with his right hanJ 
as an adversary, and slew all that 
were pleasant to tbe eye in the taber¬ 
nacle of the daughter of Zion; he 
poured out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lord was as an enemy ; he 
bath swallowed up Israel, he hath 
swallowed up all her palaces; he 
hath destroyed his strong holds, and 
hath increased in tbe daughter of 
Judah mourning and lamentation. 

0 And be hath violently taken away 
his tabernacle, as if it were of a gar¬ 
den ; he hath destroyed his places of 
the assembly ; the Lord hath caused 
the solemn feasts and sabbaths to be 
forgotten in Zion, and hath despised 
in the indignation of his anger the 
I king and the priest. 

7 The Lord bath cast off his altar, 
he hath abhorred his sanctuary, ho 
hath given up into the hand of the 
enemy the walls of her palaces ; they 
have made a noise in tho house of the 
Lord, as in tbe day of a solemn feast. 

6 The Lord hath purposed to dc 
stroy the wall of tne daughter of 
Zion: he hath stretched out a line, 
ho hath not withdrawn his hand from 
destroying; therefore he made tho 
rampart and the wall to lament; they 
languished toglher. 

9 Her gates are sunk into tho 
ground; he hath destroyed and hro 
ken her bars; her king and her 
princes are among the Oentilos; the 
law is no more; her prophets also 
find no vision from the Lord. 

10 The elders of the daughter of 
Zion sit upon the ground, and keep 
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silence ; they have cast up dust upon 
their heads ; they huvo girded them¬ 
selves with sackcloth; the virgins of 
Jerusalem hang down their hcadB to 
the ground. 

11 Mine eyes do fail with tears, 
my bowels are troubled, my liver is 
poured upon the earth, for the de¬ 
struction of the daughter of my peo¬ 
ple ; because the ohildrcn and the 
sucklings swoon in the strcetB of the 
oity, 

12 They say to their mothers. Where 
Is oorn and wine ? when they swooned 
as tho wounded in tho streets of the 
city, when their soul was poured out 
into their mothers' hosom. 

13 What thing shall I take to wit¬ 
ness for thee; what thing shall I 
liken to thee, 0 daughter of Jerusa¬ 
lem ? what shall I equal to thee, that 
I may comfort thee, 0 virgin daugh¬ 
ter of Zion ? for thy breach is great 
like tho sea; who can heal thee; 

14 Thy prophets have Been vain 
and foolish things for thee; and they 
have not discovered thino iniquity, to 
turn away thy captivity; but have 
seen for Ihco falso burdens and causes 
of hanishment. 

15 All that pass by clap their hands 
at thee; they hiss and wag their head 
at tho daughter of Jerusalem, saying, 
Is this the city that men cal] The 
perfection of boauty, The joy of the 
wholo earth ? 

10 All thine enemies have opened 
their mouth ngainst thee; they hiss 
and gnash tho teeth ; tboy say, Wo 
have swallowed her un; cortainly this 
is the day that we lookod for; wo 
havo found, wo have seen it. 

17 Tho Lord hath done that which 
ho bad devised ; ho hath fulfilled his 
word that he had commanded in the 
days of old ; ho hath thrown down, 
and hath not pitied; and ho hath 
enused thine oDeray to rojoioo over 
thee, ho hath set up the horn of tbino 
adversaries. 

18 Their heart oriod unto tho Lord, 
0 wall of the daughter of Zion, lot 
tours run down like a river day and 
night; give thyself no rest; lot not 
tho apple of thino oyo cease. 

19 Arise, cry out in the night; in 
tho boginning of the watohos peur 
aut thino heart like water before the 
f »oe of tho Lord; lift up thy hands 


toward him for the life of thy young 
children, that faint for hunger in the 
top of every street. 

20 Behold, 0 Lord, and consider to 
whom thou hast done this. Shall the 
women oat their fruit, nod children 
of a span long ? shall the priest and 
the prophet be slain in the sanctuary 
of the Lord 7 

21 The young and tho old lie on the 
ground in the streets; my virgins 
and my young men are fallen by the 
sword; thou hast slain them in the 
day of thine anger; thou hast killed, 
and not pitied. 

22 Thou hast hailed as in a solemn 
day my terrors round about, so that 
in the day of the Lord's anger none 
escaped nor remained; those that I 
havo swaddled and brought up hath 
mine enemy consumed. 

CHAPTER III. 

Calamities bewailed — God's justice and 
mercy—Prayer far deliverance. 

AM tho man that hath seen afflic¬ 
tion by the rod of his wrath. 

2 lie hath led me, and brought me 
into darkness, but not into light. 

3 Surely against me is ho tamed; 
ho turneth his hand against me all 
the day. 

4 My flesh and my skin hath he 
mado old; be bath broken my bones. 

5 He hath builded against me, and 
compassed mo with gall and travail. 

6 He hath set me in dark plaoes, aa 
they that be dead of old. 

7 He hath hedged me about, that 1 
cannot get out; ho hath made my 
chain heavy. 

8 AIbo when I cry and Bhont, he 
shutteth out my prayer. 

9 He hath inclosed my ways with 
hown stone; he hath mado my paths 
orooked. 

10 He was unto me as a boar lying 
in wait, and as a lion in seoret plaoes. 

11 Ho hath turned aside my ways, 
and putled me in pieces; he bath 
made me desolate. 

12 Ho hath bent bis bow, and set 
me as a mark for the arrow. 

13 lie bath caused the arrows of 
his quiver to enter into my reins. 

14 L was a derision to all my peo¬ 
ple; and their song all the day. 

15 Ho hath filled me with bitter¬ 
ness, he hath made me drunken with 
wormwood. 
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10 He halt also broken my teeth 
with gravel stones, he hath covered 
me with ashes. 

17 And thou hast removed my soul 
far off from peace; I forgat pros¬ 
perity. 

18 And I said, My strength and my 
hope U perished from the Lord; 

19 llcmembering mine affliction and 
my misery, the wormwood and the 
gall. 

20 My sonl hath them still in re¬ 
membrance, and is humbled in me. 

21 This I recall to my mind, there¬ 
fore havo I hope. 

22 It is of the Lord’s mercies that 
we are not consumed, because his 
compassions fail not. 

23 They are new every morning; 
great is thy faithfulnoss. 

24 Tho Lord is my portion, sailh 
my soul; therefore will I hope in him. 

25 The Lord is good unto them that 
wait for him, to the soul that secketh 
him. 

26 It is good that a man should 
both hope and quietly wait for the 
salvation of the Lord. 

27 It is good for a man that he 
bear the yoke in his youth. 

28 He sitteth alone and keepeth 
silence, bocauso he hath home it upon 
him. 

29 He putteth his mouth in the 
dast; if so be there may be hope. 

30 He giveth his cheek to him that 
smiteth him; he is filled full with 
reproach. 

31 For the Lord will not cast off for 
ever; 

32 But though he cause grief, yet 
will he have compassion according 
to the multitudo of his mercies. 

33 For ho doth not afflict willingly, 
nor griove tho ohildron of men. 

34 To orush under his feet all the 
prisoners of the earth, 

36 To turn aside tho right of a man 
before the faoe of tho Most High, 

36 To subvert a man in his causo, 
the Lord approveth not, 

37 Who is he that saith, and it 
oometh to pass, when the Lord coin- 
mandeth it not 7 

38 Out of the mouth of tho Most 
Higbproccedcth not evil and good? 

39 Wherofore doth a living man 
oomplain, a man for the punishmont 
of hie sine 7 


40 Lei ns search and try our ways, 
and turn again to tho Lord. 

41 Lot us lift up our heart with our 
hands unto Qod in the heuvens. 

42 Wo have transgressed and have 
rebolled ; thou hast not pArdoned. 

43 Thou hast covered with anger, 
and persecuted us; thou hast slain, 
thou hast not pitied. 

44 Thou hast covored thyself with 
a cloud, that our prayer should not 
pass through. 

45 Thou hast made us as the off- 
scouring and refuse in the midst of 
Lhe people. 

46 All our enomies have opened 
their mouths against us. 

47 Fear and a snare is come upon 
us, desolation and destruction. 

48 Mine eye runneth down with 
rivers of water for the destruction of 
the daughter of my people. 

49 Mine eye trickleth down, and 
oeaseth not, without any intermission, 

50 Till the Lord look down, and 
behold from heaven. 

51 Mine eye afiecteth mine heart, 
because of all the daughters of my 
city. 

52 Mine enemies ohased me sore, 
like a hird, without cause. 

53 They have out off my life in the 
dungeon, and cast a stone upon me. 

54 Waters flowed over mine head; 
then I said, I am cut off. 

55 I called upon thy name, 0 Lord, 
out of the low dungeon. 

56 Thou hast heard my voice; hide 
not thine ear at my breathing, at my 
cry. 

57 Thou drewest near in the day 
that I called upon thee; thou saidst, 
Fear noL 

58 0 Lord, thou hast pleaded the 
causes of my soul; thou hast re¬ 
deemed my life. 

59 0 Lord, thou hast seen my 
wrong ; judge thou my cause. 

60 Thou hast seen all their ven- 
goanco and all their imagination! 
against me. 

61 Thon hast hoard their reproach, 
O Lord, and all their imaginations 
against me; 

62 Tho lips of those that rose up 
against me, and their device against 
me all tho day. 

63 Behold their sitting down, and 
theh 1 rising up; I am their muiio. 
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64 Render onto them a recompense, 
0 Lord, according to tho work of 
their hands. 

65 Give them sorrow of heart, thy 
curse onto them. 

66 Persecute and destroy them in 
anger from under tho heavens of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

JudgiKenU far sin—Sim car\fuscd — Bless¬ 
ings promised. 

OW is the gold become dim ! how 
is the most fine gold changed ! 
the stones of the sanotuary are poured 
out in the top of overy street. 

2 The precious sons of Zion, com¬ 
parable to fine gold, how are they 
esteemod as earthen pitchers, the 
work of tho hands of the potter! 

3 Even the sea monstors draw out 
the breast, they give suok to thoir 
young ones; the daughter of my 
people is become cruel, like tho 
ostriches in tho wilderness. 

4 The tongue of tho sucking child 
clcaveth to the roof of his mouth for 
thirst; tho young children ask bread, 
and no man breakoth it unto them. 

5 They that did feed dclicatoly are 
desolate in the streots; they that 
were brought up in ecarlot embrace 
dunghills. 

6 For the punishment of the In¬ 
iquity of the daughter of my people 
is greater than the punishment of the 
sin of Sodom, that was overthrown 
as in a moment, and no hands stayed 
on her. 

7 Her Nazorites were purer than 
snow, they wero whiter than milk, they 
were more ruddy in body than rubies, 
thoir polishing was of sapphire ; 

9 Thoir visage is blacker than a 
coal; they are not known in the 
streets; their skin clcavclh to their 
bones; it is withered, it is become 
like a stiok. 

9 They that bo slain with the sword 
aro hotter than they that he slain with 
hungor; for these pine away, stricken 
through for want of the fruits of the 
flold. 

10 The bands of the pitiful women 
have sodden thoir own ohildron ; they 
wcto thoir meat in tho destruction of 
the daughter of my poople. 

11 The Lord hath accomplished his 
fury; ho hath ponrod out his floroe 
anger, and hatn kindled a Are in 


Zion, and it hath devoured the fonn- 
dotions thereof. 

12 Tho kings of tho earth, and all 
the inhabitants of the world, would 
not have believed that the adversary 
and the enemy should have entered 
into the gates of Jerusalem. 

13 For the sins of her prophets, and 
the iniquities of hor priests, that have 
shod the blood of the just in tho midst 
of hor, 

14 They have wandered as blind 
men in the streets, they have polluted 
themselves with blood, so that men 
ooald not touch their garments. 

15 They cried unto them, Depart 
ye; it is unclean; depart, depart, 
touch not; when they fled away and 
wandered, they said among tho hea 
then, They shall no more sojourn there. 

16 Tho anger of the Lord hath 
divided them ; he will no more regard 
them; they respeoted not the persons 
of the priests, they favoured not the 
elders. 

17 As for us, our eyes as yet failed 
for our vain help; in our watching 
we have watohod for a nation that 
could not save us. 

18 They hunt our steps, that we 
cannot go in our streets; our end is 
near, our days are fulfilled; for oui 
end is oome. 

19 Our persecutors are swifter than 
the eagles of the heaven; they pur¬ 
sued us upon tho mountains, they 
laid wait for us in the wilderness. 

20 Tho breath of our nostrils, the 
anointod of the Lord, was taken in 
their pits, of whom we Baid, Under 
his shadow we shall live among the 
hoathen. 

21 Rejoice and be glad, 0 daugh¬ 
ter of Edom, that dwellest in the 
land of Uz; the cup also Bhall pass 
through unto thoo; thou ehalt be 
drnnken, and shalt make thyself 
naked. 

22 The punishment of thine iniquity 
is accomplished, 0 danghter of Zion; 
he will no more oarry thee away Into 
captivity; he will visit thine iniquity, 
0 daughter of Edom ; be will discover 
thy sins. 

CHAPTER V. 

Prayer far mercy and favour. 

EM EMBER, 0 Lord, what Is 
oome upon us; consider, and 
behold our eproaoh. 
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2 Our Inheritance 1b tamed to 
strangers, our houses to alienB. 

3 We are orphans fmd fatherless, 
our mothers are as widows. 

4 We have drunken our water for 
money ; our wood is sold unto us. 

5 Our neoks are under persecution; 
we labour, and have no rest. 

0 We have given the hand to the 
Egyptians, and to tho Assyrians, to 
he satisfied with bread. 

7 Our fathers have sinned, and are 
not; and we have borne their in¬ 
iquities. 

8 Servants have ruled over ub; there 
is none that doth deliver us out of 
Lheir hand. 

9 We gat our bread with the peril 
of our lives, because of the sword of 
the wilderness. 

10 Our skin was black like an oven, 
because of the terrible famine. 

11 They ravished the women in 
Zion, and the maids in the cities of 
Judah. 

12 Princes are hanged up by their 


hand; the faces of elders were not 
honoured. 

73 They took the young men to 
grind, and the children fell under 
the wood. 

14 The elders have ceased from tho 
gate, the young men from their musie. 

15 Tho joy of our heart is ceased ; 
our dance is turned into mourning. 

16 The crown is fallen from our head ; 
woe unto os, that we have sinned ! 

17 For this our heart is faint; for 
these things our eyes are dim. 

18 Because of the mountain of Zion, 
which is desolate, the foxes walk 
npon it. 

19 Thou, 0 Lord, remainest for 
ever; thy throne from generation to 
generation. 

20 Wherefore dost thou forget us for 
ever, and forsake us so long time? 

21 Turn Lhou us onto thee, 0 Lord, 
and we shall be turned; renew onr 
days as of old. 

22 But thou hast utterly rejected 
ns; thou art very wroth against us.

CHAPTER I. 

EttkitTi virion of four cherubim, four wheels, 
and the glory of God. 

OW it came to pass in the thir¬ 
tieth year, in the fourth month, 
in the fifth day of the month, as I 
was among the captives by the river 
of Chebar, that the heavens were 
opened, and I saw visions of God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, 
which was the fifth year of king 
Jehoiaohin's captivity, 

3 The word of the Lord came ex¬ 
pressly unto Ezekiel the priest, tbe 
son of Buzi, in tbe land of the Chal¬ 
deans by the river Chebar; and tbe 
band of the Lord was there npon 
him. 

4 And I looked, and, hehold, a 
whirlwind oame out of tbe north, a 
great cloud, and a fire infolding itself, 
and a brightness was about it, and out 
of the midst thereof as the colour of 
amber, out of the midst of the fire. 

5 Also'out of the midst thereof came 
the likenose of four living oreatures. 
And this was their appearanoe ; they 
had tbe likeness of a man. 
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8 And every one bad four faces, and 
every one had four wings. 

7 And their feet were straight feet, 
and the Bole of their feet was like tho 
sole of a calf's foot; and they sparkled 
like the colonr of burnished brass. 

8 And they had the hands of a man 
under their wingB on their four sides , 
and they four had their faceB and their 
wings. 

9 Their winge were joined one to 
another; they turned not when the;? 
went; they went every one straight 
forward. 

10 As for the likeness of their faoei, 
they four had tho face of a man, and 
the face of a lion, on the right side, 
and they four had the face of an oi 
on tho left sido; they four also had 
the face of an eagle. 

11 Thus were their faces ; and tbeir 
wiDgs were stretched upward; two 
wings of every one were joined one to 
another, and two covered their bodies. 

12 And they went every one straight 
forward ; whithor the spirit was to go, 
they went; and they turned not when 
they went. 
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13 As for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their appearanco was like 
burning ooals of fire, and liko the ap- 

earanoe of lamps; it went up and 

own among the living creatures; 
and the fire was bright, and out of 
the fire went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creaturos ran and 
returned as the appearanoe of a flash 
of lightning. 

15 Now as I beheld tho living orea- 
tureB, behold oue wheol upon the 
earth by the living creaturos, wiLh 
his four faces. 

10 The appearanoe of tho wheels 
and their work was like unto tho 
oolour of a heryl; and they four had 
one likeness; and thoir appearance 
and their work was as it were a wheel 
in tho middle of a wheel. 

17 When they went, they went upon 
thoir four sides; and thoy turned not 
whon thoy went. 

18 As for thoir rings, they woro so 
high that they wore dreadful; and 
their rings were full of eyes round 
about them four. 

19 And when the living oreaturos 
wont, the wheels went by them; and 
when the living oroaturea wore lifted 
up from tho earth, tho wheels were 
lifted up, 

20 Whithersoever the Bpirit was to 
go, they wont, thithor was their spirit 
to go; and the wheels were lifted up 
over against them; for the spirit of 
tho living creature was in tho wheels. 

21 Whon those went, these went; 
and when thoso stood, these stood; 
and whon thoso were lifted up from 
tho earth, the wheels were lifled up 
over against them; for the spirit 
of the living orcature was in tho 
wheels. 

22 And the likeness of the firma¬ 
ment upon the heads of tho living 
creature was as tho oolour of tho ter¬ 
rible crystal, stretohed forth over their 
hoads above. 

23 And under tho Armament wore 
their wings straight, tho one toward 
the other; every one had two, whioh 
oovered on this side, and every one 
had two, whioh oovered on that side, 
thoir bodies. 

21 And whon they went, I hoard 
tho noise of their wings, liko the 
noise of great waters, as the voice of 
the Almighty, tho voioe of speooh, as 


the noise of a host} when they stood, 
they let down their wings. 

25 And there was a voioe from the 
Armament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down 
their wings. 

26 And abovo the firmament that 
was over their bends was the likeness 
of a throne, as the appearanoe of a 
sapphiro stone; and upon the likeness 
of tho throne was the likeness as the 
nppcarance of a man above upon it. 

27 And I saw as the oolonr of am¬ 
ber, as the appearance of fire round 
about within it, from theappoaranceof 
his loins even upward,and from the ap- 

caranoo of his loins oven downward, 

saw as it were the appearance of fire, 
and it had brightness round about. 

28 As the appearance of the bow 
that is in the cloud in the day of rain, 
so was the appearance of the bright¬ 
ness round about. This was the ap¬ 
pearance of the likoness of tho glory 
of the Lord. And when I saw it, I 
fell upon my face, and I heard a voioe 
of one that spake. 

CHAPTER II. 

EztkieV* commisswn—His instruction— Tht 
roll. 

A ND he said unto me, Son of man, 
stand upon thy feet, and I will 
speak unto thee. 

2 And tho Spirit entered into me 
when ho spake unto me, and set me 
upon my feet, that I heard him that 
spake unto mo. 

3 And he Baid unto me, Son of man, 
I send thee to the children of Israel, 
to a rebellious nation that hath re¬ 
helled against mo; they and their 
fathers have transgressed against me, 
even unto this very day. 

4 For they are impudent ohildren 
and stiff hearted. I do send thee unto 
them; and thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith tho Lord God. 

5 And thoy, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear, (for 
thoy aro a rebellious house,) yet Bball 
know that there hath been a prophet 
among thorn. 

6 And thou, eon of man, he not 
afraid of thorn, neither he afraid of 
their words, though briers and thorn* 
be with thee, and thou dost dwell 
among soorpions; ho not afraid of their 
words, nor be dismayed at their took*, 
though thoy be a rebellious house. 
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7 And thou shall Bpoak my words | 
unto them, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear; for they 
are most rebellious. 

8 But thou, son of man, hear what I 
Bay unto thee ; Bo not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house ; open thy 
mouth, and eat that I give tbee. 

9 And when I looked, behold, a 
hand was sent unto me; and, lo, a 
roll of a book was therein; 

10 And he spread it before me; and 
it was written within and without; 
and there was written therein lamen¬ 
tations, and mourning, and woe. 

CHAPTER Ill. 

Ezekiel eateth the roll—The rule of prophecy 
—God j hutteth and openeth the prop heft 
mouth. 

M OREOVER he said unto me. 
Son of man, eat that thou flnd- 
cst; eat this roll, and go speak unto 
the house of Israel. 

2 So I opened my month, and he 
caused me to eat that roll. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
cause thy belly to eat, and fill thy 
bowels with this roll that I give thee. 
Then did I eat it; and it was in my 
mouth as honey for sweetness. 

4 And he Baid unto me. Son of man, 
go, get thee unto the house of Is¬ 
rael, and speak with my words unto 
them. 

5 For thou art not sent to a people 
of a strange speech and of a hard 
language, but to the house of Israel; 

6 Not to many peoplo of a strange 
speech and of a hard language, whose 
words thou canst not understand. 
Surely, had I sent thee to thorn, they 
would have hearkened unto thee. 

7 But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee : for thoy will not 
hearken untome; for all the house of 
Israel are impudent and hard-hearted. 

8 Behold, I have made thy face 
strongagainst their faces,and thyfore- 
head strong against their foreheads. 

9 As an adamant harder than flint 
have I made thy forohead ; fear them 
not, neither bedismayed at their looks, 
though they be a rebellious house. 

10 Moreovor he said unto me, Son 
of man, all my words that I shall 
speak nnto thee reoeive in thine 
heart, and hoar with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of the 
captivity, unto the ohildren of thy 


people, and speak unto them, and tell 
them, Thus saith the Lord God; 
whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear. 

12 Then the Spirit took me up, and 
I heard behind me a voice of a great 
rushing, saying, Blessed be the glory 
of the Lord from his place. 

13 I heard also the noise of the 
wings of the living creatures that 
touched one another, and the noise 
of the wheels over against them, and 
a noise of a great rushing. 

14 So the Spirit lifted me op, and 
took me away, and I went in Ditter- 
ness, in the heat of my spirit; but the 
hand of the Lord was strong upon me. 

15 Then I came to them of the cap¬ 
tivity at Tel-abib, that dwelt by the 
river of Chebar, and I sat where they 
eat, and remained there astonished 
among them seven day9. 

16 And it came to pass at the end 
of seven days, that the word of tho 
Lord oame anto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, I have mado thee a 
watchman unto the house of Israel; 
therefore hear the word at my mouth, 
and give them warning from me. 

18 When I say unto the wicked. 
Thou shalt surely die; and thou 
givest him not warning, nor speaker 
to warn the wicked from his wicked 
way, to Bave his life; the same wick¬ 
ed man shall die in his iniquity; bu’ 
his blood will I require at thine hand. 

19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, 
and he turn not from his wickedness, 
nor from his wicked way, he shall die 
in his iniquity; but thou hast de¬ 
livered thy soul. 

20 Again, When a righteous man 
doth turn from his righteousness, and 
commit iniquity, nnd I lay a stum¬ 
bling-block before him, he shall dio; 
because thou hast not given him warn¬ 
ing, he shall die in his sin, and hil 
righteousness wbioh he hath done 
shall not bo remembered; but hil 
blood will I require at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless, if thou warn tho 
righteous man, that the righteous sin 
not, and he doth not Ein, he shall 
surely live, because he is warned; 
also thou hast delivered thy soul. 

22 And the hand of the Lord wai 
there upon me; and he Baid unto me, 
Arise, go forth into tho plain, and 1 
will there talk with thee. 
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23 Then I arose, and went forth into 
ilie plain ; and, behold, the glory of 
i lie Lord stood there, as the glory 
which I saw by the river of Chebar; 
and I foil on my face. 

24 Then the Spirit entered into me, 
and set mo upon my feet, and spake 
with mo, and Baid unto me, Qo, shut 
thyself within thine house. 

25 Cut thou, 0 son of man, behold, 
they shall put bands upon thee, and 
shall bind thee with them, and thou 
Bhalt not go out among them; 

26 Aod I will make thy tongue 
cleave to the roof of thy mouth, that 
thou shalt be dumb, and Bhalt not bo 
to them a reprover; for they are a 
rebellious house. 

27 Out when I speak with thee, I 
will open thy mouth, and thou shalt 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; lie that bcaretb, let him hear; 
and ho that forbeareth, let him for¬ 
bear; for they are a rebellious house. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The iieye of Jerusalem foreshown. 

T HOU also, son of man, take thee 
ft tile, and lay it before thee, and 
portray upon it the city, even Jeru¬ 
salem ; 

2 And lay aiogo against it, and build 
a fort against it, and cast a mount 
against it; sot the OAmp also against 
it, and set battering-rams against it 
round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee an 
iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thco and the city; and set 
thy face against it, and it shall bo 
besieged, and thou shalt lay siege 
against it. This shall be a sign to the 
house of Ieraol. 

4 Lio thou also upon thy left sido, 
end lay the iniquity of the house of 
Israel upon it; according to the num¬ 
ber of tho days that thou Bhalt lie 
upon it thou shalt bear their iniquity. 

o For I have laid upon thee the 
years of their iniquity, according to 
the number of tho days, three hundred 
and nincly days; so shall tbou bear 
the iniquity of Ibo houso of Israel. 

6 And when thou bast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right Bide, 
and tboo Bhalt boar the iniquity of 
the house of Judah forty days; I have 
appointed thee each day for a year. 

7 Tberofore thou shalt set thy faoo 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 


| thine arm shall be uncovered, and 
thou shalt prophesy against it. 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee 
from one side to another, till thou 
hast ended tho days of thy siego. 

9 Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lcntiles, 
and millet, and fitches, and put them 
in one vessel, and make thee bread 
thereof, according to the number of 
the days that thou shalt lie upon thy 
side; three hundred and ninety days 
shalt thou eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall bo by weight, twenty shekels 
a day; from time to time shalt thou 
eat it. 

11 Thou shall drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of a hin ; 
from time to time shalt thou drink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it with 
dung that oometh out of man, in their 
sight. 

13 And the Lord said, Even thus 
shall the children of Israel cat their 
defiled bread among the Gentiles, 
whither I will drive them. 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord God ! be¬ 
hold, my soul hath not been polluted ; 
for from my youth up even till now 
have I not eaton of that which dieth 
of itself, or is torn in pieces ; neither 
came there ahominable flesh into my 
mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow's dung for man’s 
dung, and thou shalt prepare thy 
bread therewith. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, behold, I will break the staff 
of bread in Jerusalem ; and they shall 
eat bread by weight, and with oare; 
and they shall drink water by mea¬ 
sure, and with astonishment; 

17 That they may want broad and 
water, and be astonied one with 
anothor, and oonsume away for their 
iniquity. 

CHAPTER V. 

The type of hair—ThejudymerU cf Jerusalem. 

A ND thou, Bon of man, take thee a 
sharp knife, take thee a barber’s 
raeor, aod cause it to pass upon 
tbino head and upon thy beard; tnen 
take thee balances to weigh, and 
divide the hair. 

2 Thou shalt burn with fire a third 
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part id the midst of the city, when 
the days of the Biege are fulfilled; 
and thou ahalt take a third part, aud 
bit) itc about it with a knife; and a 
third part thou ehalt scatter in the 
wind; and I will draw out a eword 
after them. 

3 Thou shalt also take thereof a few 
in number,and bind them in thy skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and 
just them into the midst of the (ire, 
and t urn them in the fire; for thereof 
shall a fire come forth into all the 
house of Israel. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God; This is 
Jerusalem; I have set it in the midst 
of the nations and countries that are 
round about her. 

0 And she hath changed my judg¬ 
ments into wickedness moro than the 
nations, and my statutes more than 
the countries that are round about 
her; for they have refused my judg¬ 
ments and my statutes, they have not 
walked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye multiplied more 
than the nations that are round about 
you, and have not walked in my 
statutes, neither have kept my judg¬ 
ments, neither have done according 
to the judgments of the nations that 
are round ahout you; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I, even I, am against 
thee, and will execute judgments in 
the midst of thee in the sight of the 
nations. 

9 Aud I will do in thee that which 
I have not done, and whereunto I 
will not do any more the like, because 
of all thine abominations. 

10 Therefore the fathers shall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and the 
sons shall eat their fathers; and I 
will execute judgments in thee, and 
the whole remnant of thee will I 
scatter into all the winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord God; Surely, because thou hast 
defiled my sanotuary with all thy 
dotestable things, and with all thine 
abominations, therefore will I also 
diminish thoe; neither shall mine eye 
Bp are, neither will I havo any pity. 

12 A third part of thee shall die 
with the pestilence, and with famine 
shall they bo oonsumed in the midst 
of thee; and a third part shall fall 


by the sword round ahout thee; and 
I will scatter a third part into all the 
winds, and I will draw out a sword 
after them. 

13 Thu6 shall mine anger be accom¬ 
plished, and I will cause my fury to 
rest upon them, and I will he com¬ 
forted ; and they shall know that I 
the Lord have spoken it in my teal, 
when I have accomplished my fury 
in them. 

14 Moreover I will make thee waste, 
and a reproach among the nation* 
that are round about thee, in the sight 
of all that p&ss by. 

15 So it shall he a reproach and a 
taunt, an instruction and an astonish¬ 
ment unto the nations that are round 
about thee, when I shall execute 
judgments in thee in anger and in 
fury and in furious rebukes. I the 
Lord have spoken it. 

16 When I shall send, upon them 
the evil arrows of famine, which shall 
be for their destruction, and which I 
will send to destroy you ; and I will 
increase the famine upon you, and 
will break your staff of bread ; 

17 So will I send upon you famine 
and evil beasts, and they shall be¬ 
reave thee; and pestilence and blood 
shall pass through thee; and I will 
bring the sword upon thee. I the 
Lord have spoken it.

7 And ho brought me to the door 
of the oourt; and when I looked, be 
hold a hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, dig now in the wall; and when I 
had digged in tho wall, behold a door. 

9 Aud he said onto me, Go in, and 
behold the wioked abominations that 
they do here. 

10 So I went in and saw; and be¬ 
hold every form of creeping things, 
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and abominable beastB, and all the 
idols of tho house of Israel, portrayed 
upon the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them 
seventy men of the ancients of the 
houso of Israel, and in tho midst of 
them stood Jaazaniah the son of 
Shapban, with every man his censer 
In his hand ; and a thick oloud of in- 
oense went up. 

12 Then Baid ho unto me, Son of 
man, hast thou seen what the ancients 
of tho houso of Israel do in the dark, 
evory man in the chambers of his 
imagery ? for they say, The Lord 
eoclh us not; the Lord hath forsaken 
the earth. 

13 lie said also unto mo, Turn thee 
yet Again, ana thou shalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 

14 Then ho brought me to tho door 
of the gale of tho Lord’s house which 
was toward the north; and, behold, 
there sut women weeping for Tain- 
muz. 

15 Thon said ho unto me, Hast thou 
Been this, 0 son of man ? turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt seo greator 
abominations than these. 

10 And ho brought mo into the 
inner court of tho Lord’s house, and, 
behold, at Lho door of the temple of 
tho Lord, between the porch and the 
allar, were about five and twenty men, 
with their baoks toward tho temple 
of the Lord, and thoir faces toward 
the cast; and they worshipped the 
bud toward tho east. 

17 Then ho said unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, 0 son of man 7 Is it a light 
thing to tho houso of Judah that they 
commit tho abominations whioh they 
commit hero ? for they have filled tbe 
land with violence, and have returned 
to provoko me to anger; and, lo, they 
put the branch to their nose. 

18 Therefore will I also deal in fury; 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will 
I huvo pity ; and though they ory in 
mine oars with a loud voico, yot will 
I not hoar them. 

OIIAPTER IX. 

A vtn'oa (\f yrucroaiitm and (kitruction. 

E cried also in mine ears with 
a loud voico, saying, Cause 
■ horn that have charge over the 
city to draw near, even evory man 
with his destroying weapon in his 
hand. 


2 And, heboid, six men came from 
the way of tho higher gate, which 
liclh toward the north, and every 
man a slaughter weapon in his hand; 
aDd one man among them was clothed 
with linen, with a writer’s inkhorn by 
his side; and they went in, and stood 
beside the brazeu altar. 

3 And the glory of the God of Is¬ 
rael was gone up from tho cherub, 
whereupon he was, to the threshold 
of tho houso. And ho called to the 
man clothed with linen, which had 
the writer’s inkhorn by his side; 

4 And tho Lord said unLo him, Go 
through the midst of the city, through 
the midst of Jerusalem, and set a 
mark upon tho foreheads of tho men 
that sigh and that ory for all the 
abominations that be done in the 
midst thereof. 

5 And to the others he said in mine 
hearing, Go ye after him through the 
city, and smite; lot not your eye spare, 
neither have yo pity; 

6 Slay utterly old and young, both 
maids, and little ohildren, and wo¬ 
men; but oome not near any man 
upon whom is the mark ; and begin 
at my sanctuary. Then thoy began 
at tho ancient men whioh were before 
tho houso. 

7 And be said unto them, Defile the 
houso, and fill the courts with the 
slain; go ye forth. And they went 
forth, and slew in the oity. 

8 And it came to pass, while they 
were slaying them, and I was left, 
that I fell upon my face, and cried, 
and said, Ab Lord God! wilt thou 
destroy all tho residue of Israel in 
thy pouring out of thy fury npon 
Jerusalem? 

9 Then said he unto me. The in¬ 
iquity of tho house of Israel and 
Judah is exceeding great, and the 
land is full of blood, and the oity full 
of perverseness; for thoy say, The 
Lord hath forsaken tbe earth, and 
the Lord seeth not. 

10 Aod as for me also, mine eye 
shall not spare, neithor will I hare 
pity, but I will recompense their way 
upon their bead. 

11 And, behold, the man clothed 
with linen, whioh had the inkhorn 
by hiB sido, reported the matter, say¬ 
ing, I have done as thou hast com¬ 
manded me. 
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CHAPTER X. 

The virion of the coals of Art—The vision of 
the cherubim. 

T HEN I looked, and, behold, in the 
firmament that was ahove the 
head of the chcrnbim there appeared 
over them as it were a sapphire stone, 
as the appearance of the likeness of a 
throne. 

2 And he spake unto the man 
clothed with linen, and said. Go in 
hetween the wheels, even under the 
cherub, and fill thine hand with coals 
of fire from between the cherubim, 
and scatter them over the city. And 
he went in in my Bight. 

3 Now the cherubim stood on the 
right side of the house, when the man 
went in; and the cloud filled the inner 
court. 

4 Then the glory of the Lord went 
up from the cherub, and stood over 
the threshold of the house; and the 
house was filled with the cloud, and 
the court was full of the brightness of 
the Lord's glory. 

5 And the sound of the cherubim's 
wings was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of the Almighty 
God when he speaketh. 

6 And it came to pass, that when 
he had commanded the man clothed 
with linen, saying, Take fire from 
between the wheels, from between the 
cherubim; then he went in, and stood 
beside the wheels. 

7 And one cherub stretched forth 
his hand from between the cherubim 
unto the fire that was between the 
cherubim, and took thereof, and put 
it into the hands of him that was 
clothed with liuen; who took it, and 
went out. 

8 And there appeared in the cheru- 
him the form of a man's hand under 
their wings. 

9 And when I looked, behold the 
four wheels by the cherubim, one 
wheel hy one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub, and the 
appearance of the wheels was as the 
colour of a beryl stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, they 
four had one likeness, as if a wheel 
had been in the midst of a wheel. 

11 "When they went, they went upon 
their four sides; they turned not as 
they went, but to the place whither 
the head looked, tney followed 


it; they turned not as they went. 

12 And their whole body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and their 
wings, and the wheels, were full of 
eyes round about, even the wheels 
that they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, it was cried 
unto them in my hearing, 0 wheel. 

14 And every one had four faces; 
the first face was the face of a cheruh, 
and the second face was the face if a 
man, and the third the face of a lion, 
and the fourth the face of an eagle. 

15 And the cheruhim were lifted up. 
This is the living creature that I saw 
by the river of Chebar. 

16 And when the cheruhim went, 
the wheels went hy them; and when 
the cherubim lifted up their wings 
to mount up from the earth, the same 
wheels also turned not from beside 
them. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and 
when they were lifted np, these lifted 
up themselves also; for the spirit of 
the living creature was in them. 

18 Then the glory of the Lord de¬ 
parted from off the threshold of the 
house, and stood over the cherubim. 

19 And the cherubim lifted up their 
wings, and mounted np from the earth 
in my sight; when they went out, 
the wheels also were beside them, 
and every one stood at the door of 
the east gate of the Lord's house; 
and the glory of the God of Israel 
was over them above. 

20 This is the living creature that 
I saw under the God of Israel by the 
river of Chebar; and I knew that 
they were the cherubim. 

21 Every one had four faces apieee, 
and every one four wings; and tho 
likeness of the hands of a man wa« 
nnder tbeir wings. 

22 And tho likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which I Baw by 
the river of Chebar, their appearance* 
and themselves; they went evory >no 
straight forward. 


CHAPTER XI. 


The presumption qf the princes— Their lin 
and judgment—The glory of God leaveih 
the city. 


M OREOVER the Spirit lifted me 
up, and brought me unto the 
east gate of the Lord’s house, which 
Iooketh eastward; and behold at the 
door of the gate fivo and twenty men; 
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among whom I saw Jaaz&niah the 
son of Abut, and Pelatiah the son of 
Bcnaiuh, princes of the people. 

2 Then said ho unto me, Son of 
mao, these are the men that devise 
mischief, and give wicked oounael in 
this city; 

3 Which say, It is not noar; let us 
huild houses; this oity is the oaldron, 
and we be tbr flesh. 

4 Therefore prophesy against them, 
prophesy, 0 son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the Lord fell 
upon me, and said unto me, Speak; 
Thus saith the Lord; Thus have ye 
Baid, 0 house of Israel; for I know 
the things that come into your mind, 
every one of them. 

C Ye have multiplied your slain in 
this city, and yo havo filled the streets 
thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Your slain whom yo havo laid 
in tho midst of it, they aro the flesh, 
and this city is the caldron; but I will 
bring you forth out of the midst of it. 

8 Yo have feared tho sword; and I 
will bring a sword upon you, saith 
the Lord God. 

9 And I will bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and doliver you into 
Lho hands of strangers, and will exe¬ 
cute judgments among you. 

10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of Israel; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

11 This oity shall not be your oal¬ 
dron, neither shall ye be the flesh in 
tho inidst thereof; hut I will judge 
you in the hordor of Israel; 

12 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord; for ye havo not walked in my 
statutes, neither executed my judg¬ 
ments, but have done after the man¬ 
ners of the heathen that are round 
about you. 

13 And it came to pass, when I pro¬ 
phesied, that Pelatiah tho son of Bo- 
naiah died. Then fell I down upon 
my face, and oried with a loud voice, 
and Baid, Ah Lord God! will thou 
make a full end of the remnant of 
Israel 7 

14 Again the word of the Lord came 
unto mo, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brotbren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kindrod, 
and all tho house of Israel wholly, 
are thev unto whom the inhabitants 


of Jerusalem have said, Get yon far 
from the Lord; unto us is this land 
given in possession. 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Although I have oast 
them far off among the boathen, and 
al though I have scattered them among 
the countries, yet will I he to them 
as a little sanctuary in the countries 
where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord God; I will evon gather you 
from the people, and aesemhle you 
out of the countries whoro ye have 
been scattered, and I will give you 
tho land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thithor, 
and they shall take away all the de¬ 
testable things thereof and all the 
abominations thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, 
and I will put a new spirit within 
you; and I will take the Btony heart 
out of their flesh, and will give thorn 
a heart of flesh; 

20 That they may walk in my stat¬ 
utes, and keep mine ordinances, and 
do them; and they shall be my peo¬ 
ple, and I will he their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart 
walkcth after the heart of their de¬ 
testable thingB and their abomina¬ 
tions, I will recompense their way 
upon their own heads, saith the Lord 
God. 

22 Then did the cherubim lift np 
their wings, and the wheels beside 
them; and the glory of the God of 
Israel was over them above. 

23 And the glory of the Lord went 
up from the midst of the oity, and 
stood upon the mountain whioh is on 
the east side of the oity. 

24 Afterwards the 6pirit took me np, 
and brought me in a vision by the 
Spirit of God into Chaldea, to them 
or the captivity. So the vision that 
I had seen went up from me. 

25 Then I spake onto them of the 
captivity all the things that the Lord 
had showed me. 

CHAPTER XIL 

The type, qf EteJeieTs removing—EtcJaeTt 
trembling ihmoeth the Jews’ desolation. 
HE word of the Lord also came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, thoo dwellest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, whioh 
havo oyes to see, and see not; they 
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have ears to hear, and hear not; for 
they are a rebellious house. 

3 Therefore, Ihou Bon of man, pre¬ 
pare thee stuff for removing, ana re¬ 
move by day in their sight; and thou 
ahalt remove from thy place to another 
place in their sight; it may be they 
will consider, though they be a rebel¬ 
lious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy 
staff by day in their sight, as staff for 
removing; and thou shalt go forth 
at even in their sight, as they that 
go forth into captivity. 

5 Dig thou through the wall in their 
Bight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it 
upon thy ahoulders, and carry it 
forth in the twilight; thou shall 
cover thy face, that thou see not the 
ground; for I have set thee for a sign 
unto the house of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded; 
I brought forth my stuff by day, as 
stuff for captivity, and in the even I 
digged through the wall with mine 
hand; I brought it forth in the twi¬ 
light, and I bare it upon my shoul¬ 
der in their eight. 

8 And in the morning came the 
word of tbe Lord unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house 
of Israel, the rebellious house,-said 
unto thee, What doest thou? 

10 Say thou unto them, Thus eailb 
the Lord God; This burden concerneth 
the prince in Jerusalem, and all tho 
house of Israel that are among them. 

11 Say, I am your sign; like as I 
have done, so shall it be done unto 
them; they shall remove and go into 
captivity. 

12 And the prince that is among 
them shall bear upoD his shoulder in 
the twilight, and shall go forth; they 
shall dig through tbo wall to carry 
out thereby; he shall cover his face, 
that he see not the ground with his 
eyes. 

13 My net also will I spread upon 
him, and ho shall be taken in my 
snare ; and I will bring him to Baby¬ 
lon to the land of the Chaldeans; 
yet Bhall he not see it, though he 
shall die there. 

14 And I will soatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to help 
him, and all hie bands; and I will 
draw out the sword after them. 


15 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I shall scatter them 
among the nations, and disperse them 
iD the countries. 

10 But I will leave a few men of 
them from the sword, from the famine, 
and from the pestilence; that they 
may declare all their abominations 
among the heathen whither they 
come ; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

17 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with 
trembling and with carefulness; 

19 And say unto the people of the 
land. Thus saith the Lord God of 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and of 
the land of Israel; They shall eat 
their bread with carefulness, and 
drink their water with astonishment, 
that her land may be desolate from 
all that is therein, because of the vio¬ 
lence of all them that dwell therein. 

JO And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall 
be desolate; and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

21 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that pro¬ 
verb that ye have in the land of Is¬ 
rael, saying, The days are prolonged, 
and every vision faiteth ? 

23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith 
the Lord God; I will make this pro¬ 
verb to cease, and they shall no more 
use it as a proverb in Israel; but say 
unto them, Tho days are at hand, and 
the effect of every vision. 

24 For there shall be no more any 
vain vision nor flattering divination 
within the house of Israel. 

25 For I am the Lord ; I will speak, 
and the word that I shall speak shall 
come to pass; it shall be no more 

rolongea; for in your days, 0 ro- 

ollious house, will I Bay the word, 
and will perform it, saith the Lord 
God. 

20 Again the word of the Lord 3ame 
to me, saying, 

27 Son of mao, behold, they of the 
house of Israel Bay, The vision that 
he seeth is for many days to oome, 
and he prophesieth of the times that 
are far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them, Thai 
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saith tho Lord God; There shall none 
of my words be prolonged any more, 
hut the word which I have spoken 
shall bo done, saith tho Lord God. 
CHAPTER XIII. 

Tht reproof of lying prophet* and prophet- 
cues. 

ND tho word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Sod of man, prophesy against the 
prophetB of Israel that prophesy, and 
b ly thou ud to them that prophesy out 
of their own hearts, IToar ye the word 
of tho Lord; 

3 Thus Bailh the Lord God; Woe 
unto the foolish prophets, that follow 
their own spirit, aod have seen 
nothing! 

4 0 Israel, tuy prophets are like 
tho foxes in the deserts. 

5 To have not gone up into the 
gaps, neither made up the hedge for 
the house of Israel to stand in the 
battle in the day of the Lord. 

0 They have seen vanity and lying 
divination, saying, Tho Lord saith ; 
and tho Lord hath not seDt them; 
and thoy have made others to hope 
that they would confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying divi¬ 
nation, whorcas ye Bay, The Lord 
saith it; albeit I have not spoken ? 

8 Therefore thus saith tho Lord 
God ; Because ye have spoken vanity, 
and seen lies, therefore, behold, T am 
against yon, saith the Lord God. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that 
divine lies; they shall not bo in the 
assembly of my people, neither shall 
they be written in the writing of 
tbe house of Israel, neither shall they 
enter into the land of Israel; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord God. 

10 Because, oven because they have 
seduced my people, saying, Peace; 
and there was no peace; and one 
built up a wall, and, lo, others daubed 
ft with untempered mortar; 

11 Say unto them whioh dauh it 
with untempered mortar, that it shall 
fall; there shall be an overflowing 
shower; and ye, 0 great hailstones, 
shall fall; and a stormy wind shall 
rend it. 

12 Lo, when tho wall is fallen, shall 
it not be said unto you, Where iB the 
daubing wherewith ye have daubod it? 


13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; I will even rend it with a 
Btormy wind in my fury ; and there 
shall be an overflowing shower in 
mine angor, and great hailstones in 
my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall 
that ye have daubed with untempered 
mortar, and bring it down to the 
ground, so that the foundation there¬ 
of shall bo discovered, and it shall 
fall, and ye shall be oonsumed in the 
midst thereof; and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

15 Thus will I aooomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that 
have dauhed it with untempered 
mortar, and will say unto you, The 
wall is no more, neither they that 
daubed it; 

10 To wit, the prophets of Israel 
whioh prophesy concerning Jerusa¬ 
lem, and which see visions of peaoe 
for her, and there is no peace, saith 
the Lord God. 

17 Likewise, thou son of man, set 
thy face against the daughters of thy 
poople, which prophesy out of their 
own heart; and prophesy thou against 
them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the women that sew 

illows to all armholes, and make 
erchiefs npon the head of every sta¬ 
ture to hunt souls! Will ye hunt the 
souls of my people, and will ye save 
tbe souls alive tnat oome unto you ? 

19 And will yo pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the souls 
alivo that should not live, by your ly¬ 
ing to my people that hear your lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against your pil¬ 
lows, wherewith ye there hunt the 
souls to make them fly, and I will 
tear them from your arms, and will 
let the boqIs go, even the souls that 
ye hunt to make them fly. 

21 Your korohiofs also will I tear, 
and delivor my people out of your 
hand, and they shall he no more in 
your hand to be hunted ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

22 BecauBo with lies ye havo made 
the heart of the righteous sad, whom 
I havo not made sad; and strength¬ 
ened tho hands of the wicked, that 
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he should not return from his wicked 
way, by promising him life; 

23 Therefore ye shall Bee no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations; for I 
will deliver my people out of your 
hand; and ye Bhall know that I am 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Idolatert exhorted to repent—Sentence of fa¬ 
mine, noisome beasts, the ncord, and 
of pestilence—A remnant reserved for ex¬ 
ample. 

HEN came certain of the elders of 
Israel onto me, and sat before me. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set 
up their idols in their heart, and put 
the stumbling-block of their iniquity 
before their face; should I be inquired 
of at all by them ? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and 
say unto them, Thns saith the Lord 
God ; Every man of the house of Is¬ 
rael that setteth up his idols in his 
heart, and putteth the stumbling- 
block of his iniquity before his face, 
and cometh to the prophet; I the Lord 
will answer him that cometh, accord¬ 
ing to the multitude of bis idols; 

5 That I may take the houBe of Is¬ 
rael in their own heart, because they 
are all estranged from me through 
their idols. 

0 Therefore say unto the honse of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God; Re¬ 
pent, and turn yourselves from your 
idols ; and torn away your faces from 
all your abominations. 

7 For every one of the house of Is¬ 
rael, or of the stranger that sojuurn- 
eth in Israel, which eeparateth him¬ 
self from me, and setteth up his idols 
in his heart, and putteth the stum¬ 
bling-block of his iniquity before his 
face, and cometh to a prophet to in¬ 
quire of him oonoorning me; I the 
Lord will answer him by myself; 

8 And I will set my face against 
that man, and will make him a sign 
and a proverb, and I will cut him off 
from the midst of my people ; and ye 
Bhall know that I am the Lord. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
whon he hath spoken a thing, I the 
Lord have not deceived that prophet; 
therefore I will stretch out my hand 
upon him, and will destroy him from 
the midst of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the punish¬ 


ment of their iniquity; the punish¬ 
ment of the prophet shall be even as 
the punishment of him that aeeketh 
unto him; 

11 That the house of Israel may go 
no more astray from me, neither be 
polluted any more with all their trans¬ 
gressions ; but that they may be my 
people, aDd I may be their God, saith 
the Lord God. 

12 The word of the Lord came again 
to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land sin 
neth against me by treepassing griev¬ 
ously, then will I stretch out mine 
hand npon it, and will break the staff 
of the bread thereof, and will send 
famine upon it, and will cut off man 
and beast from it; 

14 Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they 
should deliver but their own sonls by 
their righteousness, saith the Lord 
God. 

15 If I cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil it, 
so that it be desolate, that no man 
may pass through because of the 
beasts; 

16 Though these three men were in 
it, as I live, saith the Lord God, they 
shall deliver neither sons nor daugh¬ 
ters; they only shall be delivered, 
but the land shall be desolate. 

17 Or if I bring a sword npon that 
land, and say, Sword, go through the 
land ; so that I cut off man and beast 
from it; 

13 Though these three men were in 
it, as I live, saith the Lord God, they 
shall deliver neither sons nor daugh¬ 
ters, but they only shall be delivered 
themselves. 

19 Or if I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my fury upon 
it m blood, to cutoff from it man and 
beast; 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither son nor 
daughter; they shall but deliver their 
own souls by their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord God; 
How much more when I send my 
four sore judgments upon Jerusalem, 
the sword, and the famine, and the 
noisome hcast, and the pestilence, to 
out off from it man and beast 7 

22 Yet, behold, therein shall be left 
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fill 


% remnant that shall be brought forth, 
both bom and daughters; behold, 
they Bhall come forth unto you, and 
yo shall see their way and their 
doings: andyosball be comforted con¬ 
cerning tho evil that I havo brought 
upon Jerusalem, even oonoerning all 
that I have brought upon it. 

23 And they shall ooinfort you, when 
ye see ifcoir ways and their doings; 
and ye shall know that I have not 
done without cause all that I have 
done in it, saith Iho Lord God. 


CHAPTER XV. 

Rejection of Jerusalem, 

A ND the word of tho Lord came 
unto mo, saying, 

2 Son of man, What is the vine 
tree more than any tree, or than a 
branch which is among the troes of 
tho forest ? 

3 Shall wood be taken thereof to do 
any work ? or will men take a pin of 
it to bang any vessel thereon ? 

4 Behold, it is oast into the fire for 
fuel; tho fire devoureth both the ends 
cf it, and the midst of it is burned. 
Is it meet for any work ? 

5 Behold, when it was whole, it was 
meet for no work; how much less 
shall it be meet yet for any work, 
when the Are hath devoured it, and 
it is hurnod 7 

0 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; As the vino tree among the trees 
of tho forest, which I have given to 
tho fire for fuel, so will I give the in¬ 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

7 And I will set my face against 
them ; they shall go out from one firo, 
and another fire shall devour them ; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord, 
whon I sot my face against them. 

8 And I will make the land deso¬ 
late, beouuso they have oommittod a 
trespass, saith the Lord God. 


CHAPTER XVI. 

Under the similitude of a wretched woman 
u thmoed the wicked state of Jerusalem — 
Mercy u promised her in the end, 

A GAIN the word of the Lord came 
unto mo, saying, 

2 Son of man, oause Jerusalem to 
know hor abominations, 

3 And Bay, Thus saith the Lord God 
unto Jerusalem ; Thy birth and thy 
nativity is of tho land of Canaan; thy 
father was an Amorite, and thy 
mother a Jlittite. 


4 And ae for thy nativity, in the 
day thou wast horn thy navel was 
not cut, neither wast thou washed in 
water to supple thee; thou wast not 
salted at all, nor swaddled at all. 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any 
of these unto tnee, to havo compassion 
upon thee; but thou wast cast out in 
the open field, to tho loathing of thy 
person, in the day that thou wast 
born. 

6 And when I passed by theo, and 
saw thee polluted in thine own hlood, 
I said ud to thee when thou wast in 
thy hlood, Live; yea, I said unto thee 
when thou wast in thy blood, Live. 

7 I havo caused thee to multiply as 
the bud of the field, and thou hast in¬ 
creased and waxen great, and thoa 
art come to excellent ornaments; thy 
breasts are fashioned, and thine hair 
is grown, whereas thon waBt naked 
and bare. 

8 Now when I passed hy thee, and 
looked upon thee, behold, thy time 
was the time of love; and I spread 
my skirt over thee, and covered thy 
nakedness; yea, I sware unto thee, 
and entered into a covenant with 
thee, saith the Lord God, and thon 
becamost mine. 

9 Then washed I thee with water; 
yea, I thoroughly washed away thy 
blood from thee, and I anointed thee 
with oil. 

10 I clothed thee also with hroider- 
cd work, and shod thee with hadgors' 
skin, and I girded thee about with 
fine linen, and I covered thee with silk. 

11 I deoked thee also with orna¬ 
ments, and I put braoelete upon thy 
hands, and a chain on thy neck. 

12 And I put a jewel on thy fore¬ 
head, and earrings in thine ears, and 
a beautiful crown upon thine head. 

13 Thus wast thou deoked with 
gold and silver; and thy raiment was 
of fine linen, and silk, and broidered 
work; thou didst eat fine flour, and 
honey, and oil; and thou wast ex- 
oeeding boautiful, and thou didst 
prospor into a kingdom. 

14 And thy renown went forth 
among the heathen for thy beauty ; 
for it was perfoot through my comeli¬ 
ness, which I had put upon thee, 
saith the Lord God. 

15 But thou didst trust in thine 
own hoauty, and playodst the harlot 
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oeoanse of Ihy renown, and pouredst I 
out thy fornicationB on every one ' 
that passed by; his it was. 

10 And of thy garments thou didst 
take, and deckedst thy high placeB 
with divers colours, and playedst the 
harlot thereupon; tho like things 
shall not come, neither shall it be so. 

17 Thou hast also taken thy fair 
jewels of my gold and of my silver, 
which I had given thee, and madest 
to thyself images of men, and didBt 
commit whoredom with them, 

IS And tookest thy hroidered gar¬ 
ments, and coveredst them ; and thou 
hast set mine oil and mine incense 
before them. 

19 My moat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, where¬ 
with I fed thee, thou hast evon set it 
before them for a sweet savour; and 
thoa it was, saith the Lord Ood. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
bom unto me, and these hast thou 
sacrificed unto them to be devoured. Is 
this of thy whoredoms a small matter, 

21 That thon hast slain my children, 
and deliverod them to cause them to 
pass through the fire for them ? 

22 And in all thine abominations 
and thy whoredoms thou hast not re¬ 
membered the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, and 
wnst polluted in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! 
saith the Lord God,) 

24 That thou hast also built unto 
thee an eminent plaoe, and hast made 
thee a high place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place 
at every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, and 
hast opened thy feet to every one 
that passed by, and multiplied thy 
whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also oominitted forni- 
oation with the Egyptians thy neigh¬ 
bours, great of flesn ; and hast in¬ 
creased thy whoredoms, to provoke 
me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretch¬ 
ed oat my hand over thee, and have 
diminished tbine ordinary food, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them 
that hate thee, the daughters of the 
Philistines, which are ashamed of thy 
lewd way. 


28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou 
wast unsalable; yea, thou hast 
played the harlot with them, and yet 
couldest not be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover mnltiplied 
thy fornicatiou in the land of Canaan 
unto Chaldea ; and yet thou waat not 
satisfied herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith 
the Lord God, seeing thou'doest all 
these things, the work of an impe¬ 
rious whorish woman; 

31 In that thon bnildest thine emi¬ 
nent place in the head of every way, 
and makeat thine high place in every 
street; and hast not been as a harlot, 
in that thou soornest hire ; 

32 But as a wife that oommitteth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in¬ 
stead of her hnsband ! 

33 They give gifts to all whores; 
but thou givest thy gifts to all tby 
lovers, and hirest them, that they 
may oome unto thee on every aide 
for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, 
whereas none followeth thee to com¬ 
mit whoredoms; and in that thoo 
givest a reward, and no roward i9 given 
unto thee, thorefore thou art contrary. 

35 Wherefore, 0 harlot, hear the 
word of the Lord; 

36 Thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
oaaso thy filthiness was poured out, 
and thy nakedness discovered through 
thy whoredoms with thy lovers, and 
with all the idols of thy abominations, 
and by the blood of thy ohildrcn, 
which thou didst give nnto them ; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all thorn that 
thou hast loved, with oil them that 
thou hast hated ; I will even gather 
them round about against thee, and 
will discover thy nakedness onto them, 
that they may see all thy naked¬ 
ness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as women 
that break wedlock and shed blood 
are judged; and I will give ther 
blood in fury and jealousy. 

39 And I will also give thee int* 
their hand, and they shall throw down 
thine eminent plaoe, and shall break 
down thy high places; they shaH 
strip theo also of thy olothos, and 
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-hull take thy fair Jewels, and leave 
line naked and hare. 

*10 They shall also briDg up a com¬ 
pany against Ihoo, and thoy shall 
stono Ihoe with stones, and thrust 
thee through with their swords. 

>11 And thoy shall burn thine houses 
with fire, and execute judgments up¬ 
on thee in the Bight of many women; 
and I will cause thee to cease from 
playing the hnclot, and thou also 
shall give no hire any more. 

42 6o will I make my fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy shall 
depart from thee, and I will be quiet, 
and will be no more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not remem¬ 
bered the days of thy youth, but ha6t 
fretted me in all these things ; behold, 
therefore I also will recompense thy 
way upon thino head, eaith tho Lord 
God; and thou shall not commit 
this lowdness above all thino abomi¬ 
nations. 

44 Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb against 
thee, saying, As is tho mothor, so is 
her daughter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
(hat loathelh her husband and her 
children; and thou art the sister of 
Ihy sistorB, which loathed their hus¬ 
bands and thoir children ; your mo¬ 
ther was a Hittite, and your father an 
Amorito. 

46 And thine elder sister is Samaria, 
she and her daughters that dwell at 
thy left hand ; and thy younger sister, 
Hint dwelloth at thy right hand, is 
Sedom ond her daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walkod after 
their ways, nor done after their abom¬ 
inations ; but, as if that were a very 
little thing, thou wasl corrupted more 
than thoy in all thy ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
Sodjiu thy sister hath not dono, she 
nor her daughters, as thou hast done, 
thou and thy daughters. 

19 Bohold, this was the iniquity of 
thy sistor Sodom, pride, fulness of 
bread, and abundance of idlenoss was 
in hor and in hor daughters, neither 
did sbe strengthen tho hand of the 
poor and needy, 

50 And they wore haughty, and com¬ 
mitted abomination bofore mo ; there¬ 
fore I took them away, as I saw good. 

51 Noithor hath Samaria oommitted 


BIT 

half of thy sins ; but thou hast multi 
plied thine abominations more thai 
they, and hast justified thy sisters i: 1 
all thine abominations which thoi 
hast done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, bear thine own shamo for thy 
sins that thon hast committed uiori 
abominable than they ; they aro inori 
righteous than thou; yea, bo tho* 
confounded also, and bear thy aharm 
in that thou hast justified thy sisten 

53 When I shall bring again theii 
captivity, the captivity of Sodom and 
her daughters, and the captivity of 
Samaria and her daughters, then will 
I bring again the captivity of thy 
captives in the midst of thorn ; 

64 Thatthou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest he confounded in 
all that thou hast done, in that thou 
art a comfort unto them. 

65 Whon thy sisters, Sodom and her 
daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters 
shall return to their former estate, 
then thou and thy daughters shall re¬ 
turn to your former estate. 

50 For thy sister Sodom was not 
mentioned by thy mouth in the day 
of thy pride, 

57 Beforo thy wiokedness was dis¬ 
covered, as at tho timo of thy reproach 
of tho daughters of Syria, and all 
that are round about her,the daughters 
of tho Philistines, which despiso thee 
round about. 

58 Thou bast borne thy lewdness and 
tbinc abominations, saith the Lord. 

59 For thus saith the Lord God; I 
will oven deal with theo as thou haBt 
done, which hast despised the oath 
in breaking the oovenant. 

60 Nevertheless, I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days of 
thy youth, and I will establish unto 
thee an everlasting oovenant. 

Cl Then thou shalt remember tby 
ways, aud bo ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sistorB, thino elder 
and thy younger; and I will give 
them unto theo for daughters, but not 
by thy covenant. 

02 And I will establish my oovenant 
with thee ; and thou shalt know that 
I am the Lord ; 

03 That thou mayest remember, and 
be confounded, and never open thy 
mouth any moro bcoause of thy 
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shame, when I am pacified toward 
thee for all that thou hast done, saith 
the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Parable of two eagle*, a vine, and a cedar. 
ND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, and 
speak a parable unto the house of 
Israel; 

3 And say. Thus saith tho Lord 
God; A great eagle with great wings, 
long winged, full of feathers, which 
had divers colours, came unto Leba¬ 
non, and took the highest branch of 
the cedar; 

4 He cropped off the top of his 
young twigs, and oarried it into a 
land of traffic; ho set it in a city of 
merchants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the 
land, and planted it in a fruitful field; 
he placed it by great waters, and set 
it as a willow tree. 

6 And it grow, and became a 
spreading vine of low stature, whose 
branches turned toward him, and the 
roots thereof were under him; so it 
became a vine, and brought forth 
hranohos, and shot forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers; 
and, behold, this vine did bend her 
roots toward him, and shot forth her 
branches toward him, that he might 
water it hy the furrows of her plan¬ 
tation. 

0 It was planted in a good soil by 
great waters, that it might bring forth 
branohes, and that it might bear fruit, 
that it might be a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou, Thus saith tho Lord 
God; Shall it prosper 7 shall he not 
pull up tho roots thereof, and cut off 
tho fruit thereof, that it wither? it 
shall wither in all the leaves of her 
spring, even without great power or 
many people to pluok it up by the 
roots tnoreof. 

10 Yea, behold, being planted, shall 
it prosper? shall it not utterly wither, 
when the east wind toucheth it? it 
shall wither in the furrows where it 
grew. 

11 Moreover the word of the Lord 
oame unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house, 
Know ye not what these things mean? 
tell them, Behold, the king of Babylon 


is come to Jerusalem, and hath taken 
the king thereof, and the princes there¬ 
of, and led them with him to Babylon. 

13 And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with him, 
and hath taken an oath of him ; ho 
hath also taken the mighty of the land; 

14 That the kingdom might be base, 
that it might not lift itsolf up, hut 
that by keeping of his covenant it 
might stand. 

15 But he rebelled against him in 
sending his ambassadors into Egypt, 
that they might give him horses and 
much people. Shall he prosper ? shall 
he escape that doeth suah things ? or 
shall he break the covenant, and be 
delivered? 

16 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely in the place where the king 
dwelleth that made him king, whose 
oath he despised, and whose covenant 
he brake, oven with him in the midst 
of Babylon he shall die. 

17 Neither shall Pharaoh with his 
mighty army and great company 
make for him in the war, by casting 
up mounts, and building forts, to out 
off mony persona; 

IS Seeing he despised the oath by 
breaking the covenant, when, lo, he 
had given his hand, and hath done 
all these things, he shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus Baith the Lord 
God; As I live, surely mine oath 
that he hatb despised, and my cove¬ 
nant that he hath broken, even it 
will I recompense upon his own head. 

20 And I will spread my net upon 
him, and he shall be taken in my 
snare, and I will bring him to Baby¬ 
lon, and will plead with him them 
for his trespass that he hath tres¬ 
passed against me. 

21 And all his fugitives with all hie 
bands shall fall hy the sword, and 
they that remain shall be scattered 
toward all winds; and ye shall know 
that I the Lord have spoken it. 

22 Thus saith the Lord God; I will 
also take of the highest branch of the 
high oedar, and will set it; I will 
orop off from the top of his young 
twigs a tender one, and will plant it 
upon a high mountain and eminent; 

23 In the mountain of the height 
of Israel will I plant it; and it shall 
bring forth boughs, and bear fruit, 
and bo a goodly cedar; and under 
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it shall dwell all fowl of every wing; 
in the shadow of the branohes thereof 
shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field 
shall know that I the Lord have 
brought down the high tree, have 
exalted the low tree, have dried up 
the green tree, and have made the 
dry tree to flourish; I the Lord have 
spoken ODd have done it. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

The ur\just parable of tour grapes. 
mill? word of the Lord came unto 
X mo again, saying, 

2 What moan yc, that ye use this 
proverb concerning the land of Israel, 
saying, The fathers have eaten Bour 
grapes, and the children’s teeth are 
set on odgo ? 

3 As I live, enilh the Lord God, ye 
shall not have ocoasion any more to 
uso this proverb in Israel. 

■1 Behold, all souls are mine; as the 
soul of the father, so also the soul of 
the son is mine; the soul that Bin- 
neth, it shall die. 

5 But if a man be just, and do that 
which is lawful and right, 

6 And hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of Is¬ 
rael, neither hath defiled his neigh¬ 
bour's wife, noither hath come near 
to a menstruous woman, 

7 And hath not oppressed any, but 
hath restored to the debtor his pledge, 
bath spoiled nono by violenco, hath 
given his brend to the hungry,and hath 
covered tho naked with a garment; 

8 He that hath not given forth upon 
usury, neither hath taken any in¬ 
crease, that hath withdrawn his hand 
from iniquity, hath executed true 
judgment between man and man, 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly ; ho is juBt, he shall surely live, 
SAith the Lord God. 

10 If he beget a son that is a rob¬ 
ber, a shedder of blood, and that 
docth the like to any one of these 
things, 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and dofiled his neigh¬ 
bour's wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violcnoo, hath 
not restored tho plodgo, and bath 
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| liftod np his eyes to the idols, hath 
| committed obomination 

13 Hath given forth upon m>ury, and 
hath taken increase; shall he then 
live? he shall not live; ho hath done 
all these abominations; he shall surely 
die; his blood shall bo upon him. 

14 Now, lo, if he beget a son, that 
sccth all his father’s sins which he 
hath dono, and aonsidereth, and doeth 
not such like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of Is- 
rael, bath not defiled his neighbour’s 
wife, 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, 
hath not withbolden the pledge, nei¬ 
ther hath spoiled by violence, but 
hath given his bread to the hungry, 
and hath covered the naked with a 
garment, 

17 That hath taken off his hand 
from tho poor, that hath not received 
usury nor increase, hath executed my 
judgments, hath walkod in iny stat¬ 
utes; he shall not die for the iniquity 
of his fathor. he shall surely live. 

18 As for his father, because he 
cruelly oppressed, spoiled hie brother 
by violence, and did that which is 
not good among his people, lo, even 
he shall die in his iniquity. 

19 Yet say ye, Why? doth not tho 
Bon bear the iniquity of the father? 
When the eon hath done that whioh 
is lawful and right, and hath kept all 
my statutes, and hath done them, he 
shall surely live. 

20 The soul that sinneth, it shall 
dio. Tho son shall not bear the in¬ 
iquity of the father, neither shall tho 
fathor bear the iniquity of the son ; 
the righteousness of the righteous 
shall be upon him, and the wiokedness 
of the wioked shall he upon him. 

21 But if the wioked will turn from 
all his sins that he hath committed, 
and keep all my statutes, and do that 
whioh is lawful and right, he shall 
surely live, he shall not die. 

22 All his transgressions that he 
hath oommitted, they shall not be men¬ 
tioned unto him; in his rightoousnese 
that ho hath done he shall live. 

23 Have I any pleasure at all that 
tho wicked should die ? Baith the 
Lord God; and not that he should 
return from his ways, and live ? 
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24 But when the righteous turneth I 
away from hie righteousness, and 
oommittcth iniquity, and doeth ac¬ 
cording to all tne abominations that 
the wicked man doeth, shall he live ? 
All his rightcouBnese that ho hath 
done shall not be mentioned; in his 
trespass that he hath trespassed, and 
in his sin that he hath sinned, in 
them shall he die. 

25 Yet ye say, The way of the Lord 
is not equal. Hear now, 0 house of 
Israel; Is not my way equal ? are 
not your ways unequal ? 

20 "When a righteous man turneth 
away from his righteousness, and 
committeLh iniquity, and dicth in 
them ; for his iniquity that he hath 
done shall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man 
turneth away from his wickedness 
that he hath committed, and doeth 
(hat which is lawful and right, he 
shall save his soul alive. 

28 Because he considereth, and 
tnrneth away from all his transgres¬ 
sions that he hath committed, he 
shall surely live, he shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Israel, The 
way of the Lord is not equal. 0 
house of Israel, arc not my ways 
equal? are not your ways unequal? 

30 Therefore I will judge you, 0 
house of Israel, every one according 
to his ways, saith the Lord Qod. Re¬ 
pent, and turn yourselves from all 
your transgressions; so iniquity shall 
not be your ruin. 

31 CaBt away from you all your 
Iran egressions,wherehy ye have trans¬ 
gressed ; and make you a new heart 
and a new spirit; for why will ye 
die, 0 house of Israel ? 

32* For I have no pleasure in the 
death of him that aieth, saith the 
Lord Qod; wherefore turn ye and 
live. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Farablf. of lum£ wfielps—77u parable of a 
wasted vine. 

OREOVER, take thou up a la¬ 
mentation for the princes of Is¬ 
rael, 

2 And say, What la thy mother? 
A lionesB; she lay down among lions, 
she nourished her whelps among 
young lions. 

3 And she brought up one of her 
whelps * it became a young lion, and 


it learned to catch the prey; It de¬ 
voured men. 

4 The nations also heard of him; 
he was taken in their pit, and they 
brought him with chains unto the 
land of Egypt. 

5 Now when she saw that sbe had 
waited, and her hope was lost, then 
she took another of her whelps, and 
made him a young lion. 

0 And he went up and down among 
the lions, he became a young lion, 
and learned to catch the prey, and 
devoured men. 

7 And he knew their deeolato pal¬ 
aces, and he laid waste their cities; 
and the land was desolate, and the 
fulness thereof, by the noise of hia 
roaring. 

8 Then the nations set against him 
on every side from the provinces, and 
spread their net over him; he was 
taken in their pit. 

9 And they put him in ward iu 
chains, and brought him to the king 
of Babylon; they brought him into 
holds, that his voice should no more be 
heard upon the mountains of Israel. 

10 Thy mother is like a vine in thy 
blood, planted by the waters ; she was 
fruitful and full of branches by reason 
of many waters. 

11 And sbe had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and 
her stature was exalted among the 
thick branches, and she appeared in 
her height with the multitude of her 
branches. 

12 Bot she was plucked np in fnry, 
she was cast down to the ground, and 
the east wind dried np her fruit; her 
strong rods were broken and withered; 
the fire consumed them. 

13 And now she is planted in the wil¬ 
derness, in a dry and thirsty gronnd. 

14 And fire is gone ont of a rod of 
her branches, which hath devoured 
her fruit, so that Bhe hath no Btroug 
rod to he a sceptre to rule This ii 
a lamentation, and shall be for a 
lamentation. 

CHAPTER XX- 

ZsraeTi rebellion $■— God promixlh to patho 1 
them, 

ND it came to pass in the seventh 
year, in the fifth month, the 
tenth day of the month, that oertain 
of the elders of Israel oatne to inquire 
of the Lord, and sat before me. 
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2 Then came the word of tho Lord 
u d to mo, saying, 

3 Son of man, apeak unto the ciders 
of Israel, and say unto them, Thus 
eailh Lbo Lord God; Are ye come to 
inquiro of me? As I live, saith the 
Lord God, I will not bo inquired of 
by you. 

4 Wilt thou judge them, eon of man, 
wilt lliou judge them? cause them 
to know the abominations of their 
fathers; 

5 And say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God; In the day when I 
chose Israel, and lifted up mine hand 
unto the seed of the houso of Jacob, 
and made myself known unto them 
in tho land «f Egypt, when I lifted 
up mine hand unto them, saying, I 
am the Lord your God; 

(j In tho day that I lifted up mine 
hand unto them, to bring them forth 
of the land of Egypt into a land that 
I had espied for them, flowing with 
milk and honey, whioh is the glory 
of all landB; 

7 Then said I unto thorn, Cast yo 
away every man the abominations 
of his eyoe, and defile not yourselves 
with tho idols of Egypt; I am the 
Lord your God. 

8 But thoy rehellod against me, and 
would not hearken unto me; they 
did not every man oast away the 
abominations of their eyes, neither 
did they forsake the idols of Egypt; 
then I said, I will pour out my fury 
upon them, to aooomplish my anger 
against them in the midst of the land 
of Egypt. 

9 But I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it should not bo polluted before 
the heathen, among whom they were, 
in whose sight I made myself known 
unto them, in bringing them forth out 
of the land of Egypt. 

10 Wherefore I onused them to go 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
brought them into tho wilderness. 

11 And I gave them my statutes, 
and showed them my judgments, 
whioh if a man do, he shall even live 
in them. 


12 Moreover also I gave them my 
sabbaths, to be a sign betweon me 
and them, that thoy might know that 
I am tho Lord that sanctify them. 

13 But the houso of Israel rebelled 
against mo in the wilderness; they 


walked not in my statutes, and they 
deBpiscd my judgments, whioh if a 
man do, ho shall oven livo in them; 
and my sabbaths thoy greatly pol¬ 
luted; then I said, I would pour out 
my fury upon them in tho wildorneaB, 
to consume them. 

14 But I wrought for my name's 
sako, that it should not be polluted 
before the heathen, in whose sight J 
brought them out. 

15 Yet also I lifted up my hand unto 
them in the wilderness, that I would 
not bring them into the land which T 
had given them, flowing with milk and 
honey, which is tho glory of all lands; 

13 Booause they despised my judg¬ 
ments, and walked not in my stat¬ 
utes, but polluted my sahbaths; for 
their heart went after their idols. 

17 Nevertheless mine eye spared 
them from destroying them, neithor 
did I make an end of them in the 
wilderness. 

18 But I said unto their children in 
the wilderness. Walk ye not in the 
statutes of your fathers, neither ob¬ 
serve their judgments, nor defile your¬ 
selves with their idols; 

19 I am the Lord your God; walk 
in my statutos, and keep my judg¬ 
ments, and do thorn; 

20 And hallow my sabbaths; and 
they shall be a sign between mo and 
you, that ye may know that I am the 
Lord your God. 

21 Notwithstanding, tho children 
rebelled against me; they walked not 
in my statutes, neither kept my judg¬ 
ments to do them, which if a man 
do, he shall oven livo in them; they 
polluted my sabbaths; then I said, I 
would pour out my fury upon them, 
to accomplish my anger against them 
in tho wilderness. 

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine 
hand, and wrought for my name's 
sako, that it should not bo polluted 
in the sight of the hoathen, in whose 
sight I brought them forth. 

23 I lifted up mino hand unto them 
also in the wilderness, that I would 
scatter them among the heathen, and 
disperse them through tho countries; 

24 Because thoy had not oxeouted 
my judgments, but had despised my 
statutes, and had polluted my sab¬ 
baths, and their eyes woro aftor their 
fathers' idols. 
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25 Wherefore I gave them alBO Btat- 
ntefl that were not good, and judg¬ 
ments whereby they ehonld not live; 

20 And I polluted them in their own 
gifts, in that they caused to pass 
through the fire all that opencth the 
womh, that I might make them deso¬ 
late, to tho end that they might know 
that I am the Lord. 

27 Therefore, Bon of man, Bpeak 
unto the house of Israel, and Bay unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord God; Tet 
in this your fathers have blasphemed 
me, iD that they have committed a 
trespass against me. 

28 For when I had hrought them 
into the land, for the which I lifted 
□p mine hand to give it to them, then 
they saw every high hill, and all the 
thick trees, and they offered thero 
their sacrifices, and there they pre¬ 
sented the provocation of their offer¬ 
ing; there also they made their sweet 
savour, and poured out there their 
drink offerings. 

29 Then I said nnto them, What is 
the high place whereunto ye go? And 
the name thereof is called Bamah 
unto this day. 

30 Wherefore say unto the house of 
Israel; Thus saith the Lord God; To 
arc polluted after the manner of your 
fathers, and ye commit whoredom 
after their abominations. 

31 For when ye offer your gifts, 
when ye make your sons to pass 
through the fire, ye pollute yonrselves 
with all your idols, even unto this 
day; and Bhall I be inquired of by 
you, 0 house of Israel? As I live, 
saith the Lord God, I will not be in¬ 
quired of by you. 

32 And that which cometh into your 
mind shall not he at all, that ye say, 
We will be as the heathen, as the 
families of the countries, to serve 
wood and stone. 

33 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
•urely with a mighty hand and with 
a atretched-out arm, and with fury 
poured out, will I rule over you; 

34 And I will bring you out from 
the people, and will gather you out 
of the countries wherein ye are scat¬ 
tered, with a mighty hand, and with 
a atretched-out arm, and with fury 
poured out. 

35 And I will bring you into the 
wilderness of the people, and there 


will I plead with you face to faoe. 

30 Lite as I pleaded with your 
fathers in the wilderness of the land 
of Egypt, so will I plead with you, 
Baith the Lord God. 

37 And I will cause you to paai 
under the rod, and I will hring you 
into the bond of the covenant; 

38 And I will purge out from among 
yon the rebelB, and them that trans¬ 
gress against me; I will bring them 
forth out of the country where they 
sojourn, and they shall not enter 
into the land of Israel; and ye shall 
know that I am tho Lord. 

39 As for you, 0 house of Israel, 
thus saith tho Lord God; Go ye, 
serve ye every one his idols, and 
hereafter also, if ye will not hearken 
unto me; bnt pollute ye my holy 
name no more with your gifts, and 
with your idols. 

40 For in mine holy mountain, in 
the mountain of the height of Israel, 
saith the Lord God, there shall all 
the Louse of Israel, all of them in the 
land, serve me; there will I accept 
them, and there will I require your 
offerings, and the first-fruits of your 
oblations, with all your holy things. 

41 I will accent you with your sweet 
savour, when I bring you out from 
the people, and gather you out of the 
countries wherein ye have been scat¬ 
tered ; and I will be sanctified in you 
before the heathen. 

42 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I shall bring you into 
the land of Israel, into the country 
for the which I lifted up mine hand 
to give it to yonr fathers. 

43 And there shall ye remember 
your ways, and all your doings, where¬ 
in yo have been defiled; and ye shall 
loathe yourselves in yonr own sight for 
all your evils that ye have committed. 

44 And ye shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I have wrought with 
you for my name's sake, not accord¬ 
ing to your wicked ways, nor accord¬ 
ing to yonr oorrupt doings, 0 ye 
house of Israel, saith the Lord God. 

45 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

40 Son of man, set thy face toward 
the south, and drop thy word toward 
the south, and prophesy against the 
forest of the Bouth fiold ; 

47 And say to the forest of the 
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•until. Hear the word of the Lord ^ 
Thu- sailh the Lord God; Behold, 

1 will kindlu a fire in tlicc, and it 
,lm 11 devour every green tree in thee, 
ami every dry tree; the flaming 
flume shall not be quenched, and all 
faces from tho south to Iho north 
shall be burned therein. 

48 And all flesh shall see that I the 
Lord have kindled it; it shall not bo 
'[ucnchcd. 

•19 Then said I, Ah Lord God! they 
say of me, Doth he not speak parables ? 

CHAPTER XXI. 

A sign of sighing — 'I’ht sharp, bright sword . 
ND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward 
Jerusalem, ard drop thy word toward 
the holy places, and prophosy against 
the laud of Israel, 

3 And say to tho land of Israel, 
Thus snith the Lord; Behold, I am 
against thee, and will draw forth my 
sword out of his sheath, and will cut 
off from thee the righteous and tho 
wicked. 

4 Seeing then that I will cut off 
from thee the righteous and Lhe 
wicked, therefore shall my sword go 
forth out of his sheath against all 
flesh from the south to tho north ; 

5 That all flesh may know that I 
tho Lord have drawn forth my sword 
out of his sheath ; it shall not return 
any moro. 

6 Sigh thorefore, thou son of man, 
with tho breaking of thy loins; and 
with hitterncss sigh before their eyes. 

7 And it shall be, when they say 
unto thee, Wherefore sighest thou? 
that thou shalt answer, For the tid¬ 
ings, because it cometh; and every 
heart shall melt, and all hands shall 
be feeblo, and evory spirit shall faint, 
and all knees shall be weak as wa¬ 
ter; behold, it oomoth, and shall ho 
brought to pass, eaith the Lord God. 

8 Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, prophesy, and say, 
Thus Baith the Lord ; Say, A sword, a 
sword is sharpened,and also furbished; 

10 It is sharpened to make a sore 
slaughter; il is furbished that it may 
glitter; should we then make mirth? 
it contomnoth tho rod of mj' son, as 
every treo. 

11 And he hath given it to be fur¬ 
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bished, that it may be bandied; this 
sword is sharpened, aDd it is furbishod, 
to givo it into the hand of tho slayer. 

12 Cry and howl, son of man; for 
it shall be upon my people, it shall 
he upon all the princes of Israel: 
terrors by reason of the sword shall 
be upon my people; smite therefore 
upon thy thigh. 

13 Because it is a trial, and what if 
the sword contemn even the rod? it 
shall be no more, saith the Lord God. 

14 Thou thcreforo, son of man, 
prophesy, and smite thine hands to¬ 
gether, and lot tho sword be doubled 
the third time, the sword of the slain; 
it is tho sword of tho great men that 
are slain, which enterelh into their 
privy chambers. 

15 I have set the point of the sword 
against all their gales, that their 
heart may faint, and their ruins be 
multiplied ; ah ! it is made bright, it 
is wrapped up for the slaughter. 

10 Go thee one way or other, either 
on lhe right hand, or on the left, 
whithersoever thy face ib set. 

17 I will also smite mine hands 
together, and I will cause my fury to 
rest; I the Lord have said it. 

18 The word of the Lord came unto 
mo again, saying, 

19 Also, thou son of man, appoint 
theo two ways, that the sword of the 
king of Babylon may come; both 
twain 6hull come forth out of ODe 
land ; and chooBe thou a place, choose 
it at tho head of the way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword 
may oomo to Rabbath of tho Am- 
monitos, and to Judah in Jerusalem 
the defcnced. 

21 For tho king of Babylon stood 
at tho parting of the way, at the head 
of Lhe two ways, to use divination ; he 
mado his arrows bright, he consulted 
with images, he looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was tho divi¬ 
nation for Jerusalem, to appoint 
captains, to open the mouth in the 
slaughter, to lift up the voice with 
shouting, to appoint battering-rams 
against the gates, to oast a mount, 
and to build a fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as a 
false divination in their sight, to 
them that have sworn oaths; but he 
will call to romembranoe tho iniquity, 
that they may be taken. 
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24 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye have made your 
iniquity to be remembered, in that 
your transgressions are discovered, so 
that in all your doings your Bins do 
appear; because, I say, that yo are 
come to remembrance, ye shall he 
taken with the hand. 

25 And thou, profane wicked princo, 
of Israel, whose day is come, when 
iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord God; Re- ‘ 
move the diadem, and take OS’ the I 
crown; this shall not be the same;* 
exalt him that is low, and abase him. 
that is high. 

27 T will overturn, overturn, over¬ 
turn it; and it shall be no more, | 
until he come whose right it is; and 

I will give it him. 

28 And thou, son of man, prophesy 
and say, Thus saith tho Lord God 
concerning the Ammonites, and con¬ 
cerning their reproach; even say 
thou, The sword, tne sword is drawn; 
for tho slaughter it is furbished, to 
consume because of the glittering; 

29 While they see vanity unto thee, 
whilo they divine a lie unto thee, to 
bring thee upon the necks of them 
that are slain, of the wicked, whose 
day is come, when their iniquity shall 
have an end. 

30 Shall I oause it to return into 
his sheath? I will judge thee in the 

[ dace where thou wast created, in the 
and of thy nativity. 

31 And I will pour out mine indig¬ 
nation upon thee ; I will blow against 
thee in the fire of my wrath, and 
deliver thee into tho hand of brutish 
men, and skilful to destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to tho 
fire; thy blood shall be in the midst 
of the land; thou shalt be no more 
rememberod; for I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

A catalogue qf sin j in Jerusalem—The gene¬ 
ral corruption. 

OREOVER the word of the Lord 
oame unto mo, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, wilt thou 
judge, wilt thou judge the bloody 
oity ? yea, thou shalt show her all hor 
abominations. 

3 Then say thou, Thus saith the 
Lord God; The oity sheddelh blood 
in the midst of it, that her time may 


joome, and maketh idols against her¬ 
self to defile herself. 

4 Thou art become guilty in thy 
blood that thou hast shed ; and hast 
defiled thyself in thine idols which 
thon hast made; and thou hast caused 
thy days to draw near, and art come 
even unto thy years; therefore have 

I I made thee a reproach unto the 
heathen, and a mocking to all coun¬ 
tries. 

5 Those that be near, and those that 
be far from thee, shall mock thee, 
which art infamous and much vexed. 

6 Behold, the princes of Israel, 
every one were in thee to their power 
to shed blood. 

7 In theo have they set light by 
father and mother; in tho midst of 
thee have they dealt by oppression 
with tho stranger; in thee have they 
vexed the fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy 
things, and hast profaned my sab¬ 
baths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales 
to shed blood; and in thee they eat 
upon the mountains; in the midst of 
thee they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered 
their fathers’ nakedness; in thee have 
they humbled her that was set apart 
for pollution. 

11 And ono hath committed abom¬ 
ination with his neighbour’s wife; 
and another hath lewdly defiled his 
daughter-in-law ; and another in thee 
hath humbled his sister, his father’s 
daughter. 

12 Id thee have they taken gifts to 
shed blood; thou hast taken usury 
and increase, and thou hast greedily 
gained of thy neighbours by extortion, 
and hast forgotten me, saith the Lord 

iGod. 

13 Behold, therefore I have smitten 
minehand at thy dishonest gain which 
thou hast made, and at thy blood 
which hath been in the midst of thee. 
> 14 Can thine heart endure, or oan 
’'thine hands be strong, in the days 

that I shall deal with thee? I the 
Lord have spoken it, and will do it 

15 And I will eca'.t/sr thee among 
the heathen, and disperso thee in the 
countries, and will consume thy filthi¬ 
ness out of thee. 

16 And thou shalt take thine in¬ 
heritance in thyself in the sight of 
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the heathen, and thou shall know 
that T am the Lord. 

17 And iho word of the Lord cmno 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of roan, the houso of Israel 
is to me become dross; all they are 
brass, and tin, nod iron, and lead, in 
the midst of the furnaoo; they are 
oven the dross of silver. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
(l id; Decauso yo are all become dross, 
behold, therefore I will gathor you 
into the midst of Jerusalem. 

20 As they gather silver, and brass, 
and iron, and lead, and tin, into tho 
midst of the furnace, to blow the fire 
upon it, to melt it; so will I gather 
you in mint* angor and in my fury, 
and I will leave you there, and melt 
you. 

21 Yea, I will gathor you, and blow 
upon you in the fire of my wrath, and 
ye shall bo melted in tho midst thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in tho midst 
of the furnaee, 60 shall ye be melted 
in the midst thereof; and ye shall 
know that I the Lord havo poured 
out tny fury upon you. 

28 And the word of tho Lord came 
unto mo, saying, 

21 Son of man, say unto her. Thou 
art Lho land that is not oloansod, nor 
rained upon in tho day of indignation. 

25 There is a conspiracy of her pro¬ 
phets in the midst thereof, like a 
roaring lion ravening tho prey; they 
havo devoured bouIs ; they havo ta¬ 
ken the treasure and precious things; 
they have made her many widows in 
the midst thereof. 

26 Iler priests have violatod my 
law, and have profaned mine holy 
things; thoy have put no difference 
between the holj and profane, neither 
heve thoy showed difference botwoon 
tho unoloan and tho oloan, and have 
hid their eyes from my sabbaths, and 
I a® profaned among them. 

27 Her priuoos in tho midst thereof 
are like wolves ravening the prey, to 
shed blood, and to dostroy sonls, to 
get dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
Clem with untompored mortar, seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord God, 
when the Lord hath not spoken. 

29 The peoplo of tho land have used 
oppression, and exercised robbery, 


and have vexed the poor and needy; 
yea, they have oppressed the stranger 
wrongfully. 

30 And I sought for a man among 
them, that should make up the hedge, 
and stand in the gap before me for 
the land, that I should not destroy it; 
but I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out mine 
indignation upon them; I havo con¬ 
sumed them with the fire of my wrath; 
their own way have I recompensed 
upon their heads, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Aholah and Aholibah—The prophet reproiy 
eUi their adulteries. 

1IE word of tho Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two wo¬ 
men, the daughters of one mother; 

3 And they committed whoredoms 
in Egypt; they committed whore¬ 
doms in their youth; there were 
their breasts pressed, and there thoy 
bruised the teats of their virginity. 

4 And tho names of them were 
Aholah tho elder, and Aholibah her 
siBter; and they were mine, and they 
baro sons and daughters. Thus wore 
thoir names; Samaria is Aholah, and 
Jerusalem Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot 
when sho was mine; and sho dotod 
on her lovers, on the Assyrians hor 
neighbours, 

6 Which were clothed with blue, 
captains and rulers, all of them de¬ 
sirable young men, horsemen riding 
upon horses. 

7 Thus sho committed her whore¬ 
doms with them, with all them that 
were the chosen men of Assyria, and 
with all on whom she dotod; with all 
thoir idols 9ho defiled herself. 

8 Neither loft she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt; for in hor youth 
they lay with her, and they braised 
tho broasts of hor virginity, and pour¬ 
ed their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into the 
hand of the Assyrians, upon whom 
sho doted. 

10 Tbeso discovered her nakedness; 
thoy took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword ; and 
she beoame famous among women; 
for they had oxecutod judgment upon 
her.

11 And when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she was more oorrupt in her 
inordinate love than she, and in her 
whoredoms more than her sister in 
her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them de¬ 
sirable young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And that she increased her whore¬ 
doms; for when she saw men por¬ 
trayed upon the walls, the images of 
the Chaldeans portrayed with ver¬ 
milion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their beads, all of them princes to 
look to, after the manner of the Baby¬ 
lonians of Chaldea, the land of their 
nativity ; 

16 And is soon as she saw them 
with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and sent messengers unto them into 
Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to 
her into the bed of love, and they 
defiled her with their whoredom, and 
she was polluted with them, and her 
mind was alienatod from me by them. 

18 So she discovered her whore¬ 
doms, and discovered her nakedness ; 
then my mind was alienated from her, 
like as my mind was alienated from 
her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whore¬ 
doms, in oalling to remembrance tho 
days of her youth, wherein she had 
played the harlot in thcland of Egypt. 

20 For she doted upon their para¬ 
mours, whose flesh is as the flesh of 
asses, and whose issue is like the 
iisue of horses. 

21 Thus thou oalledst to remem - 
hrance the lewdnes9 of thy youth, in 
bruising thy teats by the Egyptians 
for the paps of thy youth. 

22 Therefore, 0 Aholihah, thus saith 
the Lord God ; Behold, I will raise up 
thy lovers against thee, by whom thy 
mind is alienated from me, and I 
will bring thorn against thee on every 
tide; 

23 The Babylonians, and all the 
Chaldeans, Pekod, and Shoa, and Koa, 
and all the Assyrians with them; all 
of them desirable young men, oaptains 


and rulers, great lords and renowned, 
all of them riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against theo 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, 
and with an assembly of people, 
which shall set against thee buckler 
and shield and helmet round about; 
and I will set judgment hefore them, 
and they shall judge tbee according 
to their judgments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy 
against thee, and they shall deal 
furiously with thee; they shall take 
away thy nose and thine cars; and 
thy remnant shall fall hy the sword; 
they shall take thy sons and thy 
daughters; and thy residue shall he 
devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee out of 
thy clothes, and take away thy fair 
jewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of Egypt; bo 
that thou shalt not lift up thine eyes 
unterthem, nor remember Egypt any 
more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord Qod; 
Behold, I will deliver thee into the 
hand of them whom thou hatest, into 
the hand of them by whom thy mind 
is alienated; 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all thy 
labour, and shall leave thee naked 
and bare; and the nakedness of thy 
whoredoms shall be discovered, both 
thy lowdness and thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, 
because thou host gono a whoring 
after the heathen, and because thou 
art polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of 
thy sister; therefore will I give her 
cup into thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord Qod; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep 
and largo; thou shalt he laughed to 
scorn and had in derision; il oou- 
taineth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with drunk¬ 
enness and sorrow, with the oup of 
astonishment and desolation, with the 
oup of thy sister Samaria. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it aad 
suok it out, and thou shalt break the 
sherds thoreof, and pluck off thine 
own breasts ; for I have spoken it, 
saith the Lord God. 
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35 Thcrcforo thuB saith the Lord 
God; Because thou hast forgotten 
me, and cast me behind thy back, 
lboiolore bear Lhou also thy Icwdocss 
and thy whoredoms. 

80 Tho Lord said moreover unto 
me ; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
Akolah and Aholibah? yea, declare 
unto them their abominations; 

37 Thai Lhcy have committed adul¬ 
tery, and blood is in their hands, and 
with their idols have they committed 
adultery, and have also caused their 
sons, whom they bare unto me, to 
pass for them through the firo, to 
devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have done 
unto mo; they have defiled my sanc¬ 
tuary in the same day, and have pro- 
faued iny sabbaths. 

39 For when they had slain their 
children to thoir idols, then they came 
the same day into my sanctuary to 
profane it; and, lo, thus have they 
done in the midst of mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have 
dent for men to come from far, unto 
whom a mossongor was sent; and, lo, 
they came ; for whom thou didst wash 
thyself, paiutedst thy eyes, and deok- 
edst thyself with ornaments. 

41 ADd sateat upon a stately hed, 
and a table prepared hefore it, where¬ 
upon thou hast set mine incense and 
mine oil. 

42 And a voioo of a multitude hoing 
at case was with hor; and with the 
men of the oommon sort were brought 
Salmans from the wilderness, whioh 

ut bracelets upon their hands, and 

eautiful orowns upon their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was 
old in adultories, Will they now com¬ 
mit whoredoms with her, and she 
with them ? 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as 
they go in unto a woman that playeth 
the harlot; so went they in unto Aholab 
and unto Aholihah, tho lewd women. 

45 And tho righteous men, they 
•hall judge thorn after the manner of 
adulteresses, and after the manner 
of women fhat shod blood; beoause 
they are adultoresses, and blood is in 
their hands. 

48 For thus saith toe Lord Qod; I 
will hring up a oompany upon them, 
and will give them to ho removed and 
spoiled 


47 And the company shall stone 
them with stones, and despatch them 
with their swords; they shall slay 
Ihcir sons and their daughters, and 
burn up their houses with firo. 

48 Thus will I causo lewdncss to 
cease out of the land, that all women 
may bo taught not to do after your 
lewdnees. 

40 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon you, and ye shall bear 
the sins of your idols; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 

CIIAPTKR XXIV. 

The parable of a bailing pot—The tign of 
Ezekiel. 

GAIN in the ninth year, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth dAy 
of tho month, the word of the Lord 
onmo unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, write thee tho name 
of the day, even of this Barae day ; 
the king of Babylon set himself 
against Jerusalem this same day. 

3 And utter a parahle unto the re¬ 
bellious house, and say unto them, 
Thus saith tho Lord God; Set on a 
pot, set it on, and also pour water 
into it; 

4 Gather the pieces thereof into it, 
even every good piece, the thigh, and 
the shoulder; fill it with the ohoice 
hones. 

5 Take the choice of the flock, and 
hum also the bones under it, and 
make it hoil well, and let them seethe 
the bones of it therein. 

6 Whereforo thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the hloody city, to the 
pot whose soum is theroin, and whose 
scum is not gone out of it! bring it out 
piece by piece; let no lot fall upon it. 

7 For her blood is in the miast of 
hor; she set it upon the top of a 
rock; she poured it not upon the 
ground, to oover it with dust; 

8 That it might cause fury to come 
up to take vengeance; I have set her 
blood upon tho top of a rook, that it 
should not be oovered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the LorJ 
Qod ; Woe to the bloody oity ! I will 
even make the pile for fire great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, 
consume the flesh, and spiae it well, 
and let the bones he burned. 

11 Then set it empty upon the 
coals thereof, that the brass of it may 
bo hot, and may burn, and that the 
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filthiness of it may be molten in it, 
that the scum of it may be consumed. 

12 She hath wearied herself with licB, 
and her great scum went not forth out 
of her; her scum shall be in the fire. 

13 In Lhy filthiness is lewdness; 
because I have purged thee, and 
thou wast not purged, thou shalt not 
he purged from thy filthiness any 
more, till I have caused my fury to 
rest upon thee. 

14 I the Lord have spoken it; it 
shall come to pass, and I will do it; 
I will not go back, neither will I 
spare, neither will I repent; accord¬ 
ing to thy ways, and according to 
thy doings, shall they judge thee, 
saith tho Lord God. 

15 Also the word of the Lord came 
onto me, saying, 

16 Son of man, behold, I take away 
from thee the desire of thine eyes 
with a stroke; yet neither shalt thou 
mourn nor weep, neither Bhall thy 
tears run down. 

17 Forbear to cry, make no mourn¬ 
ing for the dead, bind the tire of 
thine head upon thee, and put on thy 
shoes upon thy feet, and cover not 
thy lips, and eat not the bread of men. 

13 So I spake unto the people in 
the morning; and at even my wife 
died; and I did in the morning as I 
was commanded. 

19 And the people said unto me, 
Wilt thou not tell us what these 
things are to us, that thou doest so? 

20 Then I answered them, The word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

21 Speak unto the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, 
I will profane my sanctuary, the ex¬ 
cellency of your strength, the desire 
of your eyes, and that which your 
soul pitieth ; and yonr sons and your 
daughters whom ye have left shall 
fall by the sword. 

22 And ye shall do as I have done; 
ye shall not oover your lips, nor eat 
the bread of men. 

23 And your tires shall be npon 
your heads, and your shoes upon your 
feet; ye shall not mourn nor weep; 
but ye shall pine away for your in¬ 
iquities, and mourn one toward an¬ 
other. 

24 Thns Ezekiel is unto you a sign ; 
according to all that he hath done 
■h&U ye do ; and when this cometh, ye 


shall know that I am the Lord God. 

25 Also, thou son of man, shall it 
not be in the day when I take from 
them their strength, the joy of their 
glory, the desire of their eyes, aDd 
that whereupon they set their minds, 
their sons end their daughters, 

28 That he that escapelh in that 
day shall come onto thee, to cause 
thee to hear it with thine ears ? 

27 In that day shall thy mouth he 
opened to him which is escaped, and 
thou shalt speak, and be no mere 
dnmh; and thou shalt be a sign nnto 
them ; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

God's vengeance upon the Ammonites, Jtoab 
and Seir, Edom and the Philistines. 

HE word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, Bet thy face against 
the Ammonites, and prophesy against 
them; 

3 And say unto the Ammonites, 
Hoar the word of the Lord God; 
Thus saith tho Lord God ; Becnuse 
thou snidst, Aha, against my sanctu¬ 
ary, when it was profaned; and 
against the land of Israel, when it 
was desolate; and against the house of 
Judah, when they went into captivity ; 

4 Behold, therefore I will deliver 
thee to the men of the east for a pos¬ 
session, and they shall set their 
palaces in thee, and make their 
dwellings in thee ; they shall eat thy 
frnit, and they Bhall drink thy milk 

5 And I will make Rabbah a stable 
for camels, and the Ammonites a 
couching-place for flocks; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

6 For thus saith the Lord God; 
Because thou hast clapped thine 
hands, and stamped with the feet, 
and rejoiced in heart with all thy 
despite against the land of Israel; 

7 Behold, therefore I will stretch 
out mine hand upon thee, and will 
deliver thee for a spoil to the hea¬ 
then ; and I will out thee off from 
the people, and I will oanse thee to 

erish out of the oountrieB; I will 

estroy thee; and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

8 Thus saith the Lord God ; Beoanse 
that Moab and Seir do say, Behold, 
the house of Judah is like unto all 
the heathen ; 
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9 Therefore, behold, I will opentho 
aide of Moab from the cities, from 
his cities which are on his frontiers, 
the glory of ihe country, Beth-jeshi- 
moth, Baal-meon, and Kiriathaim, 

10 Unto the men of Lhe east with 
the Ammonites, and will give them in 
possession, that the Ammonites may 
not be remembered among the nations. 

11 And I will execute judgments 
anon Moab; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

12 Thus sailh tho Lord God; Be¬ 
cause that Edom hath dealt against 
tho house of Judah by taking ven¬ 
geance, and hath greatly offended, 
and revenged himself upon them ; 

13 Therefore thus saith tho Lord 
God; I will also strotch out mine 
hand upon Edom, and will out ofTman 
and beast from it; and I will make it 
desolate from Teman ; and thoy of 
DedRn shall fall by the sword. 

14 And I will lay my vengcanco up¬ 
on Edom by the band of my people 
Israel; and they shall do in Edom 
according to mine anger and accord¬ 
ing to my fury; and thoy shall know 
my vengoance, saith tho Lord God. 

15 Thus saith tho Lord God; Be¬ 
cause tho Philistines have dealt by 
revenge, and have takon vongeanoo 
with a despiteful heart, to destroy it 
for the old hatred ; 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold I will strotch out mine 
hand upon the Philistines, and I will 
out off tho Cherolhim, and destroy 
the romnant of the Bea coast. 

17 And I will execute great ven¬ 
geance upon them with furious re¬ 
bukes; and thoy shall know that I 
am the Lord, whon I Bball lay my 
vengeance upon them. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Tyrus Uirtalcntd—Her fall . 

ND it oumc to pass in the elev¬ 
enth year, in the first day of the 
month, that the word of tho Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of mao, heoause that Tyrus 
hath said against Jerusalem, Aha, she 
is broken that was the gates of the 
people ; she is turned unto me ; I shall 
be replenished, now she is laid was to ; 

3 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am agRinst thee, 0 
Tyrus, and will oauBe many nations 
to oome up against theo, as the 


sea causcth his waves to come up. 

4 And they shall destroy the wans 
of Tyrus, and break down her towers ; 

I will also scrape her dust from her, 
and mako her like tho top of a rook. 

5 It shall bo a place for the spread¬ 
ing of nets in tho midst of the sea; 
for I have Bpokon it, saith the Lord 
God; and it shall bcoome a spoil to 
the nations. 

8 And her daughters which are in the 
field shall be slain by the sword; and 
they shall know that I am the Loid. 

7 For thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
hold, I will bring upon Tyrus Nebu- 
ohadrezzar king of Babylon, a king 
of kings, from tho north, with horses, 
and with chariots, and with horsemen, 
and companies, and much people. 

8 He shall slay with tho sword thy 
daughters in the field; and he shall 
make a fort against thee, and cast a 
mount against thee, and lift up the 
buckler against thee. 

9 And be shall sot engines of war 
against thy walls, and with his axes 
he shall break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundanoe of 
his horses their dust shall cover thoe ; 
thy walls 6hall shake at the noise of 
the horsemen, and of the wheels, and 
of the chariots, when he shall enter 
into thy gates, as men enter into a 
city wherein is mado a breach. 

II With tho hoofs of his horses shall 
he tread down all thy streets ; he shall 
slay thy peoplo by the Bword, and thy 
strong garrisons shall go down to the 
ground. 

12 And thoy Bhall make a spoil of 
thy riches, and make a prey of thy 
merchandise; and they shall break 
down thy walls, and destroy thy 
pleasant houses; and they shall lay 
thy BtoneB and thy timber and thy 
dust in the midst of tho water. 

13 And I will cause the noise of thy 
songs to cease ; and the Bound of thy 
harps shall bo no moro heard. 

14 And I will mako theo like the top 
of a rock ; thou shalt be a place to 
spread note upon ; thou shalt he built 
no more ; for I the Lord have spoken 
it, saith the Lord God. 

15 Thus saith the Lord God to Ty- 
rus ; Shall not the isles shake at the 
sound of thy fall, when the woundod 
ory, when the slaughter is made in 
tho midst of thee ? 
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16 Then all the princes of the sea 
shall come down from their thrones, 
and lay away their robes, and put 
off their broidered garments; they 
shall clothe themselves with trem¬ 
bling; they shall sit upon the ground, 
and shall tremble at every moment, 
and be astonished at thee. 

17 And they shall take up a lamen¬ 
tation for thee, and say to thee, Ilow 
art thou destroyed, that wast inhab¬ 
ited of sea-faring men, the renowned 
oity, which wast strong in the sea, 
she and her inhabitants, wbich cause 
their terror to be on all that haunt it! 

18 Now shall the isles trcmhle in the 
day of thy fall; yea, the isles that 
are in the sea shall be troubled at thy 
departure. 

19 For thus saith the Lord God; 
When I shall make thee a desolate 
city, like the cities that are not in¬ 
habited; when I shall bring up the 
deep upon thee, and great waters 
shall cover thee ; 

20 When I shall hring thee down 
with them that descend into the pit, 
with the people of old time, and shall 
set thee in the low parts of the earth, 
in places desolate of old, with them 
that go down to the pit, that thou he 
not inhabited; and I shall set glory 
in the land of the living; 

21 I will make thee a terror, and 
thou shall be no more; though thou 
be sought for, yet shalt thou never 
be found again, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Tht riches of Tyrus—The fall (hertqf. 
r pHE word of the Lord came again 

1 unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, take up a 
lamentation for Tyru9j 

3 And say unto Tyrus, 0 thou that 
art situate at the entry of the sea, 
which art a merohant of the people 
for many isles, Thus saith the Lord 
God; 0 Tyrus, thou hast said, I am 
of perfeot beauty. 

4 Thy borders are in the midst of 
the seas, thy builders have perfected 
thy beauty. 

5 They have made all thy ship 
boards of fir trees of Senir; they 
have taken cedars from Lebanon to 
make masts for thee. 

6 Of the oaks of Bashan have they 
made thine oars; the company of the 
Asburites have made thy henchcs of 


ivory, hrought out of the isles of 
Chittim. 

7 Fine linen with broidered work 
from Egypt was that which thou 
spreadest forth to be thy sail; blue 
and purple from the isles of Elisbah 
was that which covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon and 
Arvad were thy mariners; thy wise 
men, 0 Tyrus, that were in thee, 
were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of Gehal and tho 
wise men thereof were in thee thy 
caulkers ; all the ships of the sen with 
their mariners were in thee to oo- 
cupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud and 
of Phut were in thine army, thy men 
of war; they hanged the shield and 
helmet in thee; they set forth thy 
comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine 
army were upon thy walls round 
about, and the Gammadim were in 
thy towers; they hanged their shields 
upon thy walls round about; they 
have made thy beauty perfect, 

12 Tarshish was thy merchant hy 
reason of the multitude of all kinds 
of riches; with silver, iron, tin, and 
lead, they traded in thy fairs. 

13 Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, they 
were thy merchants; they traded tho 
persons of men and vessels of brass 
in thy market. 

14 They of the house of Togarmah 
traded in thy fairs with horses and 
horsemen and mules. 

15 Tho men of Dedan were thy 
merchants ; many isles were the mer- 
chandise of thine hand ; they brought 
thee for a present, horns of ivory and 
ebony. 

16 Syria was thy merohant by rea¬ 
son of the multitude of the wares of 
thy making; they occupied in thy 
fairs with emeralds, purple, and 
broidered work, and fine linen, and 
ooral, and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Israel, 
they were thy merchants; they tra¬ 
ded in thy market wheat of Minnith, 
and Pannag, and honey, and oil, and 
balm. 

18 Damasous was thy merchant in 
the multitude of the wares of thy 
making, for the multitude of all 
riches; in the wino of Helhon, and 
white wool. 
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10 Dan also and Javan going to 
and fro occupied in thy fairs; hright 
iron, cassia, and calamus, were in thy 
market. 

20 Dcdan was thy morohant in pre- 
oious clotheB for chariots. 

21 Arabia, and all the princes of 
ICedar, they occupied with thoe in 
lambs, and rams, and goats; in these 
were they thy merchants. 

22 Tho merchants of Sheha and 
Uaamah, they were thy merchants; 
thej occupied in thy fairs with chief 
of all spices, and with all precious 
stones, und gold. 

23 Ilarnn, and Canneh, and Eden, 
the merchants of Sheba, Asshur, and 
Chilmad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all 
sorts of things, in blue olothes, and 
broidered work, and in ohests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made 
of cedar, among thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of TarBhish did sing 
of thee iu thy market; and tbou wast 
replenished, and made very glorious 
in the midst of the seas. 

20 Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters; the east wind hath 
broken thee in the midst of the seas. 

27 Tby riohos, and thy fairs, thy 
merchandise, thy mariners, and thy 
pilots, thy caulkers, and the occupiers 
of thy merchandise, and all thy men 
of war, that arc in thee, and in all 
thy company whioh is in the midst 
of thee, shall fall into tho midst of 
the seas in the day of thy ruin. 

28 Tho suhurbs shall shako at the 
Bound of tho cry of thy pilots. 

20 And all that handle the oar, the 
mariners, and all the pilots of the 
sea, shall come down from their ships, 
they shall stand upon the land ; 

30 And shall cause thoir voice to be 
heard against thee, and shall cry bit¬ 
terly, and shall oast up dust upon 
their beads, they shall wallow them¬ 
selves in the ashes; 

31 And they shall make thomeclvos 
utterly bald for thee, and gird them 
with Baokoloth, and they shall weep 
for thee with bitterness of heart and 
bitter wailing. 

82 And In their wailing they shall 
take up a lamentation for thee, and 
lament over thee, saying, What oity 
If like Tyrus, like the destroyed in 
the midst of the sea? 


33 When thy wares went forth ont 
of the seas, thou fillodst many peo¬ 
ple; thou didst enrich the kings of 
the earlh with the multitude of thy 
riohes and of thy merchandise. 

34 In the time when thou shalt be 
broken by the seas in the depths of 
the waters, thy merchandise and all 
thy company in tho midst of thee 
shall fall. 

35 All the inhabitants of the isles 
shall bo astonished at thee, and Lheir 
kinge shall be sore afraid, they shall 
be trouhled in their countenance. 

3G The merchants among the peo¬ 
ple shall hiss at thee; thou shalt be a 
terror, and never shalt he any more. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

God's judgment upon the prince Tyrus— 

The judgment of Zidon—The restoration 

of Israel. 

IIE word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, say unto the prince 
of Tyrus, Thus saith tho Lord God; 
Because thine heart is lifted up, and 
thou hast said, I am a god, I sit in 
the seat of God, in the midst of the 
seas; yet thou art a man, and not 
God, though thou sot thino heart as 
tho heart of God; 

3 Behold, thou art wiser than Dan¬ 
iel ; there is no secret that they oan 
hide from thee; 

4 With thy wisdom and with thine 
understanding thou hast gotten thee 
riches, and bast gotten gold and sil¬ 
ver into thy treasures ; 

5 By thy great wisdom and by thy 
traffio hast thou incre&eod thy riohes, 
and thine heart is lifted up heoause 
of thy riohes; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because thou hast set thine 
heart as the hoart of God; 

7 Behold, therefore, I will hring 
strangers upon thee, the terrihle of 
the nations; and they shall draw their 
eword9 against tho boauty of thy wis¬ 
dom, and they shall defile thy bright¬ 
ness. 

8 They shall bring thee down to the 
pit, and thou shalt die the deaths of 
thorn that aro slain in the midst of 
the seas. 

0 Wilt thou yet say before him that 
slayeth thee, I am God ? bat thou 
shalt be a man, and no God, in the 
hand of him that slayeth thee. 
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10 Thou Bhalt die the deaths of the I 
nnoircumcised by tho hand of stran¬ 
gers; for I have epoken it, aaith the 
Lord God. 

11 Moreover the word of the Lord 
iame unto me, Baying, 

12 Son of man, take np a lamen¬ 
tation upon the king of Tyrus, and 
lay unto him, Thus aaith the Lord 
3od; Thou sealest up the sum, full 
>f wisdom, and perfect in beauty. 

13 Thou hast been in Eden the 
garden of God; every precious atone 
was thy covering, the sardius, topaz, 
and tho diamond, the beryl, the onyx, 
and the jasper, the sapphire, the 
emerald, and the carbuncle, and gold ; 
the workmanship of thy tabrets and 
of thy pipes was prepared in thee in 
the day that thou wast created. 

14 Thou art the anointed cherub 
that covereth; and I have set thee 
so; thou wast upon tho holy moun¬ 
tain of God ; thou hast walked up and 
down in the midstof the stones of fire. 

15 Thou wast perfect in thy ways 
from the day that thou wast created, 
till iniquity was found in thee. 

16 By the multitude of thy mer¬ 
chandise they have filled tho midst of 
thee with violence, and thou basLein- 
ned; therefore I will cast thee as pro¬ 
fane out of the mountain of God; and 
I will destroy thco, 0 covering cherub, 
from the midst of the stones of fire. 

17 Thine heart was lifted up be- 
oause of thy beauty, thou hast cor¬ 
rupted thy wisdom by reason of thy 
brightness; I will oast thee to the 
ground, I will lay thee before kings, 
that they may behold thee. 

18 Thou hast defiled thy sanctuaries 
by the multitude of thine iniquities, by 
the iniquity of thy traffic ; therefore 
will I bring forth a fire from the midst 
of thee, it shall devour thee, and I 
will bring thee to ashes upon Lhe 
earth in the sight of all them that 
behold thee. 

19 All they that know thee among 
the people shall be astonished at thee; 
thou shalt be a terror, and never shalt 
thou be any more. 

20 Again the word of the Lord oame 
onto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, set thy faoe against 
Zidon, and prophesy against it, 

22 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against thee, 0 


Zidon ; and I will be glorified in the 
midstof thee; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I shall 
have executed judgments in her, and 
shall he sanctified in her. 

23 For I will send into her pesti¬ 
lence, and blood into her streets; and 
tbe wounded shall be judged in the 
midst of her by the sword upon her 
on every side; and they shall know 
that I am tbe Lord. 

24 And there shall be no more a 
pricking brier unto the hous« of Is¬ 
rael, nor any grieving thorn of all 
that arc round about them, that de¬ 
spised them; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord God. 

25 Thus saith the Lord God; When 
I shall have gathered the house of 
Israel from the people among whom 
they are scattered, and shall be sanc¬ 
tified in them in the sight of the hea¬ 
then, then shall they dwell in their 
land that I have given to my servant 
Jacob. 

25 And they shall dwell safely there¬ 
in, and shall build houses, and plant 
vineyards ; yea, they shall dwell with 
confidence, when I have executed 
judgments upon all those that despise 
them round about them; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord their 
God. 

CIIAPTEIl XXIX. 

Pharaoh's treuchrry—The desolation o/ 
Egypt—Israel shall be rtstared. 

N the tenth year, in the tenth 
month, in tho twelfth day of the 
month, the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy faoe against 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and prophesy 
against him, and against all Egypt; 

3 Speak, and say, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, I am against 
thee, Pharaoh king of Egypt, the 
great dragon that licth in lhe midst 
of his rivers, which hath said, My 
river is mine own, and I have made 
it for myself. 

4 But I will put hooks in thy jaws, 
and I will cause the fish of thy rivers 
to stick unto thy soales, and I will 
bring thee up out of the midst of thy 
rivers, and all tho fish of thy rivers 
shall stick unto thy scales. 

5 And I will leave thee thrown into 
the wildernoss, thco and all the fish 
of thy rivers ; thou shalt fall upon 
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the open Holds; thoo ahalt not be 
brought together, nor gathered; I 
liavo given thee for moat to the boasts 
of tho field and to the fowls of the 
heaven. 

6 And all the inhabitants of Egypt 
shall know that I am the Lord, be¬ 
cause Lhey have been a Btaff of reed 
to tho house of Israel. 

7 When they took hold of thee by 
thy hand, thou didst break, and rend 
all their Bhoulder; and when they 
leaned upon thee, thou brukest, and 
madest all their loins to bo at a stand. 

8 Therefore thus saith tho Lord 
God; Behold, I will bring a sword 
upon theo, and cut off man and beast 
out of theo. 

0 And tho land of Egypt shall be 
desolate ond waste; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord; beoauee 
ho hath said, The river is mine, and 
I have made it. 

10 Behold, therefore I am against 
thee, and against thy rivers, and I 
will make Lho land of Egypt utterly 
waste and desolate, from the tower 
of Syone oven unto the border of 
Ethiopia. 

11 No foot of man shall pass through 
it, nor foot of boast Bhall pass through 
it, neither shall it bo inhabited forty 
years. 

12 And I will make the land of 
Egypt desolate in the midst of the 
countries that are desolate, and her 
oities among tho cities that arc laid 
waste shall ho desolate forty years; 
and I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and will disperse 
them through tho countries. 

13 Yot thus saith the Lord God ; At 
tho ond of forty yoars will I gather 
tho Egyptians froiu the people 
wbithor they wore scattered; 

14 And I will bring again the oap- 
livity of Egypt, and will cause them 
to return into the land of Pathros, 
into tho land of their habitation ; and 
they shall bo there a haso kingdom. 

15 It shall be the basest of the king¬ 
doms; neither Bhall it exalt itself any 
more above the nations; for I will 
diminish them, that they shall no 
more rule over the nations. 

10 And it shall bo no more the con¬ 
fidence of the house of Israel, whioh 
bringelh their iniquity lo remem¬ 
brance, when they shall look after 


them; but they shall know that I 
am the Lord God. 

17 And it came to pass in tho seven 
and twentieth year, in the first month, 
in the first day of the month, the 
word of the Lord came unto me,say ing, 

18 Son of man, Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon oaused his army to 
servo a great service against Tyrus; 
every head was made bald, and every 
shoulder was peeled; yet had ho no 
wages, nor his army, for Tyrus, for the 
service that he had served against it; 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I will give the land of 
Egypt unto Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; and he shall take her 
multitude, and take her spoil, and 
take her prey; and it shall be the 
wages for his army. 

20 I have given him the land of 
Egypt for his labour wherewith he 
servod against it, because they 
wrought for mo, saith the Lord God. 

21 In that day will I oanse the horn 
of the bouso of Israel to bud forth, 
and I will give thee the opening of 
the mouth in the midst of them; and 
they shall know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXX 

The desolation of Egypt and her helpers. 
HE word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy and say, 
Thus saith tho Lord God; Howl ye; 
Woo worth the day 1 

3 For the day is near, even the day 
of the Lord is near, a eloudy day ; it 
shall be the time of the hoathen. 

4 And the sword shall oome upon 
Egypt, and great pain shall be in 
Ethiopia, when the slain shall fall in 
Egypt, and they shall take away her 
multitude, and her foundations shall 
be broken down. 

5 Ethiopia, and Libya, and Lydia, 
and all the mingled people, and Chub, 
and the men of the land that is in 
league, shall fall with them by the 
sword. 

6 Thus saith the Lord; They also 
that uphold Egypt shall fall; and the 
prido of her power shall oome down; 
from the towor of Syene shall they fall 
in it by the sword, saith the Lord God. 

7 And thoy Bhall be deBolate in the 
midst of tho countries that are deso¬ 
late, and her oities shall he in the 
midst of the oities that are wasted. 
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8 And they shall know that I am 


the Lord, when I have set a fire in 
Egypt, and when alt her helpers Ehall | 
be destroyed. 

0 In that day shall messengers go 
forth from mo in ships to make the 
careless Ethiopians afraid, and great 
pain shall come opon them, aB in the 
day of Egypt; for, lo, it cometh. 

10 Thus Bailh the Lord God; I will 
also make the multitude of Egypt to 
cease by the hand of Nehuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon. 

11 Ho and his people with him, the 
terrible of the nations, shall he brought 
to destroy the land; and they shall 
draw their swords against Egypt, and 
611 the land with the slain. 

12 And I will make the rivers dry, 
and sell the land into the hand of the 
wicked; and I will make the land 
waste, and all that is therein, by the 
hand of strangers; I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God; I will 
also destroy the idols, and I will cause 
their images to cease out of Noph ; 
and there shall be no more a prince 
of the land of Egypt; and I will put 
a fear in the land of Egypt. 

14 And I will make Palhros deso¬ 
late, and will set fire in Zoan, and 
will execute judgments in No. 

16 And I will pour my fury upon 
Sin, the strength of Egypt; and I 
will out off the multitude of No. 

16 And I will set fire in Egypt; Sin 
shall have great pain, and No shall 
be rent asunder, and Noph shall have 
distresses daily. 

17 The young men of Aven and of 
Pi-beseth ehall fall by the sword; and 
these cities shall go into captivity. 

18 At Tehaphnehes also the day 
shall be darkened, when I shall hreak 
there the yokes of Egypt; and the 

omp of her strength snail cease in 

er; as for her, a cloud shall cover 
her, and her daughters shall go into 
captivity. 

19 Thus will I execute judgments 
In Egypt; and they shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

20 Anditcametopassin the eleventh 
year, in the first month, in the seventh 
day of the month, that tho word of 
the Lord oamo unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, I have broken the 
arm of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and, 


lo, it shall not be bound up to be 
healed, lo put a roller to bind it, to 
make il strong to hold the Bword. 

22 Thcreforo thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and will break hie 
arms, the strong, and that which was 
broken; and I will cause tbe sword 
to fall out of his hand. 

23 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and will disperse 
them through the countries. 

24 And I will strengthen the arms 
of the king of Babylon, and put my 
sword in his hand; but I will break 
Pharaoh’s arms, and ho shall groan 
before him with the groanings of a 
deadly wounded man. 

25 But I will strengthen the arms 
of the king of Babylon, and the arms 
of Pharaoh ehall fall down ; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord, when 
I shall put my sword into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and he shall 
stretch it out upon the land of Egypt. 

-26 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among tho nations, and disperse them 
among the countries; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTEH XXXI. 

j The glory and fad of Attyria — The, destruc¬ 
tion of Egypt. 

ND it came to pasB in the 
eleventh year, in the third 
month, in the first day of the month, 
that the word of the Lord came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak onto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and to his multitude 
Whom art thou like in thy greatness ? 

3 Behold, tho Assyrian was a ccdnr 
in Lebanon with fair hranohes, and 
with a shadowing shrond, and of a 
high stature; and his top was among 
the thick houghs. 

4 The waters made him great, the 
deep set him up on high with her rivers 
running round about his plants, and 
sent out her little rivers unto all tho 
trocs of the field. 

5 Therefore his height was exalted 
above all the treos of tbe field, and 
his boughs were multiplied, and his 
hranches became long because of the 
multitude of wators, when ho shot 
forth. 

6 All the fowls of heaven made 
their nests in his boughs, and under 
his branches did all the beasts of th« 
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field bring forth their young, and 
under hie shadow dwolt all great 
nations. 

7 Thus was ho fair in hie greatness, 
in the length of his branches; for his 
root was hy great water*. 

8 The cedars in the garden of Qod 
could not bide him ; tho fir trees were 
not like his boughs, and tho cbesnut 
Irecs were not like his branches; not 
any tree in the garden of God was 
like unto him in his hcauly. 

9 I have mado him fair by the mul¬ 
titude of his branches; so that all 
tho trees of Eden, that wero in tho 
garden of God, envied him. 

10 Therefore thus eailh the Lord 
God; Because thou hast lifted up 
thyself in height, and he hath shot 
up his top among the thick houghs, 
and his heart is lifted up in his height; 

11 I have therefore delivered him 
into tho hand of the mighty ono of 
the heathen; he shall surely deal 
with him ; I havo driven him out for 
his wickcdnoss. 

12 And strangers, tho torriblo of 
tho nations, have cut him off, and 
have left him; upon the mountains 
and in all the valleys his hranches 
are fallen, and his boughs are broken 
by all the rivers of the land; and all 
the people of the earth are gono down 
from his shadow, and have left him. 

13 Upon his ruin shall all tho fowls 
of the heaven remain, and all the 
beasts of the hold shall be upon his 
branches; 

14 To the end that nono of all tho 
trees by the waters csalt themsolvcs 
for their height, noithor shoot up 
their top among tho thick boughs, 
neither (heir trees stand up in their 
height, all that drink water; for they 
aro all delivered unto death, to the 
nether parts of tho earth, in the 
midst of the children of mon, with 
them that go down to the pit. 

15 Thus eaith the Lora God; In 
the day when he went down to tho 
grave I caused a mourning ; I oovor- 
ed tho deep for him, and I restrained 
the floods thereof, and the great 
waters wore stayed; and I caused 
Lebanon to mourn for him, and all 
the trees of tho field fainted for him. 

1C I made the nations to shako at 
the sound of his fall, when I cast him 
down to hell with them that dcsoond 


into the pit; and all the trees of Eden, 
the choice and best of Lebanon, all 
that drink water, shall bo comforted 
in the nether parts of the earth. 

17 They also went down into hell 
with him, unto them that be slain 
with the sword; and they that were 
his arm, that dwelt under his shadow 
in tho midst of the heathen. 

18 To whom art thou thus like in 
glory and in greatness among the 
trees of Eden ? yet shalt thou be 
brought down with tho trees of Eden 
unto the nether parts of the earth; 
thou shalt Ho in tne midst of the un- 
circumciscd with them that be slain 
by the sword. This is Pharaoh and 
all his multitude, sailh the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

The/all </ Egypt—It thail be brought down 
toheU. 

ND it came to pass in the twelfth 
year, in the twelfth month, in 
tho first day of the month, that the 
word of the Lord came an to me, saying, 

2 Son of man, take up a lamenta¬ 
tion for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
say unto him, Thou art like a young 
lion of the nations, and thou art as 
a whale in the se&B; and thou earnest 
forth with thy rivers, and troubledst 
the waters with thy feet, and fouledst 
their rivers. 

3 ThuB snith tho Lord God; I will 
therefore spread out my net over thee 
with a company of many people; and 
they shall bring thee up in my net. 

4 Then will I leave thee upon the 
land, I will cast thee forth upon the 
open field, and will oauBe all the 
fowls of tho heaven to remain npon 
thee, and I will fill the beasts of the 
whole earth with thee. 

5 And I will lay thy flesh upon the 
mountains, and fill the valleys with 
thy hoight. 

0 I will also water with thy blood 
the land wherein thou swimmest, 
even to the mountains; and the riven 
shall be full of thee. 

7 And when I shall put thee oat, 
I will cover the heaven, and make 
the stars thereof dark; I will oover 
the sun with a olond, and the moon 
shall not give her light. 

8 All tho bright lights of heaven 
will I make dark over thee, And set 
darknoss upon thy land, saith the 
Lord God. 
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9 I will also vex tho hearts of man; 
people, when I shall bring thy de¬ 
struction among tho nations, into the 
countries which thou hast not known. 

10 Yea, I will make many people 
amazed at thee, and their kings shall 
be horribly afraid for thee, when I 
shall brandish my Bword before them; 
and they shall tremble at every mo¬ 
ment, every man for his own life, in 
the day of thy fall. 

11 For thus eaith the Lord God; 
The sword of the king of Babylon 
shall oorne upon thee. 

12 By the swords of the mighty 
will I cause tliy multitude to fall, 
the terrible of the nations, all of 
them ; and they shall spoil the pomp 
of Egypt, and all tho multitude there¬ 
of shall be destroyed. 

13 I will destroy also all the beasts 
thereof from beside the great waters: 
neither shall the foot of man trouhle 
them any more, nor the hoofs of 
beasts trouble them. 

14 Then will I make their waters 
deep, and cause their rivers to run 
like oil, saith the Lord God. 

15 When I shall make the land of 
Egypt desolate, and the country shall 
be destitute of that whereof it was 
full, when I Bhatl smite all them that 
dwell therein, then shall they know 
that I am the Lord. 

16 This is the lamentation where¬ 
with they shall lament her; the 
daughters of the nations shall lament 
her; they shall lament for her, even 
for Egypt, and for all her multitude, 
saith the Lord God. 

17 It oame to pass also in the twelfth 
year, in the fifteenth day of the 
month, that the word of the Lord 
oame unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, wail for the multi¬ 
tude of Egypt, and oast them down, 
even her, and the daughters of the 
famous nations, onto the nether parts 
of the earth, with them that go down 
into the pit. 

19 Whom dost thou pass in beauty ? 
go down, and be thou laid with the 
nnoironmoised. 

20 They shall fall in the midst of 
them that are slain by the sword; she 
is delivered to the sword; draw her 
and all her multitudes. 

21 The strong among the mighty 
shall speak to him out of the midst 


of hell with them that help him; 
they are gone down, they lie unoir- 
cumcised, slain by the 3word. 

22 Asshur is there and all her com¬ 
pany; his graves arc about him; all 
of them slain, fallen by the gword ; 

23 Whose graves are set in the side* 
of the pit, and her company is round 
about her grave; all of them slain, 
fallen by the sword, which caused 
terror in the land of the living. 

24 There is Elam and all her mul 
titude round about her grave; all rf 
them slain, fallen by the sword, wh : ' b 
are gone down uncircumcised into tne 
nether parts of the earth, which caused 
their terror in the laud of the living : 
yet have they home their shame with 
them that go down to the pit. 

25 They have set her a Ded in tho 
midst of the slain with all her mul¬ 
titude; her graves are round about 
him ; all of them uncircumcised, slain 
by the sword; though their terror was 
caused in the land of the living, yet 
have they borne their shame with 
them that go down to the pit; he is 
put in the mid9t of them that be 
slain. 

26 There i9 Meshech, Tubal, and all 
her multitude; her graves are round 
about him; all of them uncircumcised, 
slain by the sword, though they caused 
their terrror in the land of the living. 

27 And they shall not lie with the 
mighty that are fallen of the uncir 
cumcised, which are gone down to heli 
with their weapons of war; and they 
have laid their swords under their 
heads, but their iniquities shall be 
upon their bones, though they were 
the terror of the mighty in the land 
of the living. 

28 Yea, thou shalt be broken in the 
mid9t of the uncircumcised, and shnlt 
lie with them that are slain with the 
sword. 

29 There is Edom, her kings, and 
all her princes, which with t ieir migb t 
are laid by them that were slain by 
the sword ; they shall lio with the 
unciroumoised, and with (hem that 
go down to tho pit. 

30 There bo the prinoes of the north, 
all of them, And all the Zidonians, 
which are gone down with the slain ; 
with their terror they aro ashamed 
of Iheir might; and they lie unoir- 
curaclsed with them that be slain bv 
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the sword, and hear their shame with 
I hr in Lhal go down to the pit. 

Ml Pharaoh shall see them, and Bhall 
be comforted over all his multitude, 
even I'haraob and all his army slain 
by the sword, aaith the Lord God. 

M2 For I have caused my terror in 
tiro land of the living; and he shall 
be laid in the midst of the unoircum- 
L’iscd with thorn that are slain with 
tho sword, even Pharaoh and all his 
multitude, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 


77 tf duty of the watchman, m wanting the 
pr«f.If— God. maintained hit justice—The 
dfstation oftiu land. 

A GAIN t he word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak to the children 
nf thy people, and say unto them, 
When I hring the sword upon a land, 
if I he people of the land take a man 
of (heir coasts, and set him for their 
watchman ; 

M If when he seeth the sword come 
upon tho land, he hlow the trumpet, 
und warn the people; 

4 Then whosoever hearetb the Hound 
of the trumpet, and takoth not warn¬ 
ing; if the Bword come, and take him 
away, his blood shall be upon his own 
head. 

5 He heard the Bound of tho trumpet, 
and took not warning ; his blood shall 
bo upon him. But be that takoth 
warning shall deliver his soul. 


6 But if the watohman soe the sword 


come, and blow not the trumpet, and 
(he people be not warned ; if the sword 
come, and take any person from among 
them,he is taken awayin his iniquity; 
but his blood will I require at the 
watchman's hand. 

7 So tbou, 0 son of mao, I have set 
thee a watchman nnto the house of 
Israel; therefore thou shalt hear the 
word at my mouth, and warn them 
from me. 


8 When I say unto the wiokod, 0 
wicked man, thou shalt surely die; 
if thou dost not speak to warn tho 
wicked from his way, that wiokod 
man shall die in hie iniquity; but 
hie blood will I roejuire at thine hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if tbou warn tbo 
wioked of his way to turn from it; if 
he do not turn from his way, he shall 
die in his iniquity ; but thou bast de¬ 
livered thy soul. 


10 Therefore, 0 thou son of man, 
speak unto the house of Israel; Thus 
ye speak, saying, If our transgres¬ 
sions and our sins be upon us, and 
we pine away in them, how should 
we tnen live ? 

11 Say unto them, As I live, saith 
the Lord God, I have no pleasure in 
the death of tho wioked ; but that the 
wioked turn from his way and live; 
turn ye, torn ye from your evil ways; 
for why will ye die, 0 house of Israel ? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of thy people, The 
righteousness of tho righteous shall 
not deliver him in tho day of his 
transgression; as for the wickedness 
of the wioked, he shall not fall thereby 
in the day that he turneth from his 
wickedness; neither shall the right¬ 
eous be able to live for his righteous¬ 
ness in the day that he sinneth. 

13 When I shall say to the right¬ 
eous, that he shall sorely live ; if ho 
trust to his own righteousness, and 
oommit iniquity, all his righteous¬ 
nesses shall not he remembered ; but 
for his iniquity ihat he hath commit¬ 
ted, he shall die for it. 

14 Again, whon I say unto the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die; if he 
turn from his sin, and do that which 
is lawful and right; 

15 If the wioked restore the pledge, 
give again that be had robbed, walk 
in the etatutes of life, without com¬ 
mitting iniquity; he shall surely live, 
bo shall not die. 

16 None of his sins that he hath 
committed shall be mentioned onto 
him; ho hath done that whiah is law¬ 
ful and right; he shall surely live. 

17 Yet the ohildren of thy people 
say, The way of the Lord is not 
equal; but as for them, their way is 
not eqaal. 

18 When the righteous turneth from 
his righteousness, and oommitteth in¬ 
iquity, he shall even die thereby. 

19 But if the wioked turn from his 
wiokednoss, and do that whioh is law¬ 
ful and right, he shall live theroby. 

20 Yot ye say, The way of the Lord 
is not equal. 0 ye houBe of Israel, I 
will judgo you every one after his 
ways. 

21 And it oame to pass in the twelfth 
year of our captivity, in the tenth 
month, in the fifth day of the month, 
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that one that had escaped out of Jeru¬ 
salem came unto me, saying, The city 
is smitten. 

22 Now the hand of the Lord was 
upon me in the evening, afore he that 
was escaped came; and had opened 
my mouth, UDtil became to me in the 
morning; and my mouth was opened, 
and I was no more dumb. 

23 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

24 Sod of man, they that inhabit 
those wastes of the land of Israel 
speak, saying, Ahraham was one, and 
he inherited the land; but we are 
many; the land is given us for in¬ 
heritance. 

25 Wherefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Ye eat with the 
blood, and lift up your eyes toward 
your idols, and shed hlood; and shall 
yo possess the land? 

20 Ye stand npon your sword: ye 
work abominations, and ye defile 
every one his neighbour's wife; and 
shall ye possess the land? 

27 Say thon thus unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God; As I live, surely 
they that arc in the wastes shall fall 
hy the sword, and him that is in tho 
open fiold will I give to tho beasts to 
he devoured, and they that be in tho 
forts and in the caves shall die of the 
pestilenae. 

28 For I will lay the land most 
desolate, and the pomp of her strength 
shall cease, and the mountains of 
Israel shall be desolate, that none 
Bhall pass throngh. 

29 Then shall they know that I am 
the Lord, when I have laid the land 
most desolate, beoause of all their 
ahominations, whioh they have com¬ 
mitted. 

30 Also, thou son of man, the chil¬ 
dren of thy people still are talking 
against thee oy the walls and in the 
doors of the houses, and speak one 
to another, every one to his brother, 
saying, Come, I pray you, and hear 
what iB the word that oometh forth 
from the Lord. 

31 And they oome unto thee as the 
people oometh, and they sit before 
thee as my people, and they hear 
thy words, but they will not do them; 
for with their month they show much 
love, hut their heart goeth after their 
covetousness. 


32 And, lo, thou art unto them as « 
very lovely song of one that hath a 
pleasant voice, and can play well on 
an instrument; for they hear thy 
words, but they do them not. 

33 And when this cometh to paps, 
(lo, it will come,) then shall they know 
that a prophet hath been among them. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

A reproof of the shepherds — God's proeidem* 
for hit flock. 

ND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel, prophesy and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God nnto tho shepherds; Woe he l<. 
the shepherds of Israel that do foul 
themselves! should not the shepherds 
feed the flocks ? 

3 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you 
with the wool, ye kill them that are 
fed ; hut ye feed not the flock. 

4 The diseased have ye not strength¬ 
ened, neither have ye healed tbru 
which was eiok, neither have ye 
bound up that which was broken, 
neither have ye hrought again that 
which was driven away, neither hove 
ye sought that which was lost; but 
with force and with oruelty have ye 
ruled them. 

5 And they were scattered, becaus<- 
there is no shepherd; and they be¬ 
came meat to all the beasts of the 
field, when they were scattered. 

0 My sheep wandered throngh all 
the mountains, and upon every high 
hill : yea, my flock was scattered upon 
all the face of the earth, and none 
did search or seek after them. 

7 Therefore, ye shepherds, hear Ibo 
word of the Lord; 

8 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely because my flock became a 
prey, and my flock became meat to 
every beast of the field, becauso there 
was no shepherd, neither did my 
shepherds searoh far my flock, but 
the shepherds fed themselves, and fed 
not my Book; 

9 Therefore, 0 yo shepherds, hear 
the word of the Lord: 

10 Thus saith the Lord G >d; Be¬ 
hold, I am against the shepherds; 
and I will require my Book at their 
hand, and oause them to cease from 
feeding the flook; neither shall the 
shepherds feed themselves any more 
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.or I will deliver my flock from their 
in oil ill, thot they may not be meat 
lor them. 

11 For (bus eaith the Lord God; 
Behold, I, evon I, will both search 
my sheep, and seek them out. 

12 As a shepherd seekoth out bis 
flock in the day that he is among his 
sheep that are scattered; so will I 
seek out my sheep, and will deliver 
them out of all places where they 
have been scattered in the cloudy and 
dark day. 

13 And I will bring them out from 
the people, and gather them from 
the countries, and will bring them to 
their own land, and feed them upon 
the mountains of Israol by the rivers, 
and in all tho inhabited places of the 
country. 

14 I will feed them in a good pas¬ 
ture, and upon tho high mountains of 
Israel eball their fold be; there shall 
they lie in a good fold, and in a fat 
pasture shall they feed upon tho moun- 
l-.iins of Israel. 

15 I will feed my flook, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the 

Lord God. 

Ifi I will seek that which was lost, 
and bring agaiu that whiob waB 
driven away, and will bind up that 
whiob was broken, and will strengthen 
that wbiob was sick; but I will de¬ 
stroy the fat and the strong; I will 
feed thorn with judgment. 

17 And as for you, 0 my flook, thus 
saith tho Lord God; Behold, I judge 
between ealtle and oattle, between 
the rams and the he goats. 

18 Seomoth it a small thing unto 
you to have oaten up tho good pas¬ 
ture, but ye must tread down with 
your feet tho reBiduo of your pas¬ 
tures? and to have drunk of the deep 
waters, but ye must foul the residuo 
with your feet? 

10 And aB for my flook, they eat 
that which ye have trodden with 
your feot; and they drink that which 
ye have foulod with your foot. 

20 Therefore thus saith tho Lord 
God unto thorn; Bohold, I, oven I, 
will judgo between the fat oattlo and 
between the loan oattle. 

21 Because ye have thrust with side 
and with shoulder, and pushed all the 
disoased with your horns, till ye have 
■oatlored thorn abroad; . 


22 Therefore will I savo my flook, 
and they shall no mere be a prey; and 
I will judge between oattle and oattle. 

23 And I will set up one Shepherd 
over them, and be snail feed them, 
even my servant David; be shall feed 
them, and be shall bo their shepherd. 

24 And I the Lord will bo their God, 
and my servant David a prince among 
them; I the Lord have spoken it. 

25 And I will make with them a 
oovenant of peace, and will cause the 
evil beast to cease out of the land; 
and they shall dwell safely in the 
wilderness, and sleep in the woods. 

26 And I will make them and the 
places round about my hill a bless¬ 
ing; and I will oause the shower to 
oome down in hie season; there shall 
be showers of blessing. 

27 And tho tree of the field shall 
yield her fruit, and the earth shall 
yield hor increase, and they shall be 
safe in their land, and shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have 
broken the bands of their yoke, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
those that served themselves of them. 

28 And Lhey shall no more be a prey 
to the heathen, neither shall the beast 
of the land devour them; but they 
Bball dwell safely, and none shall 
make them afraid. 

29 And I will raise up for them a 
plant of renown, and they shall be no 
more oonsumed with hunger in the 
land, neither bear the 9bame of the 
heathen any more. 

30 Thus shall they know that I the 
Lord their God am with them, and 
that they, even the house of Israel, 
aro my people, saith the Lord God. 

31 And ye my flook, the flook of my 
pasture, are men, and I am your 
God, Baitb the Lord God. 

CIIAPTER. 5XXV. 

The. judgment of mount Srir. 
OREOVER the word of the Lord 
came nnto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, sot thy face against 
mount Soir, and prophosy against It, 

3 And say nnto it, Thas saith the 
Lord God ; Bohold, 0 mount Seir, I 
am against thee, and I will Btretoh 
out miuo band against thee, and I 
will make thee most desolate. 

4 I will lay thy oities waste, and 
thou shalt bo desolate, and thou shall 
know that I am tho Lord. 
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6 Because thou hast had a perpetual 
hatred, and hast shed the blood of the 
children of Israel by the force of the 
sword in the time of their calamity, 
in the tiuio that their iniquity had 
an end; 

6 Therefore, as I live, eaith the Lord 
God, I will prepare thee unto hlood, 
and blood Bball pursue thee; since 
thou hast not bated blood, even blood 
shall pursue thee. 

7 Thus will I make mount Seir most 
desolate, and cut off from it him that 
passoth out and him that relumetb. 

8 And I will fill his mountains with 
his slain men; in thy hills, and in thy 
valleyB, and in all tby rivers, shall they 
fall Lhat arc slain with the sword. 

9 I will make thee perpetual deso¬ 
lations, and thy oities snail not re¬ 
turn ; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

10 Because thou hast said, These 
two nations and these two countries 
shall be mine, and we will possess it; 
whereas the Lord was there; 

11 Therefore, as I live, snith the 
Lord God, I will even do according 
to thine anger, and according to thine 
envy, which thou hast used out of thy 
hatred against tbom ; and I will make 
myself known among them, when I 
have judged thee. 

12 And thou ehalt know that I am 
the Lord, and that I have heard all 
thy blasphemies which thou hast 
spoken against the moantains of Is¬ 
rael, saying, They are laid desolate, 
they are given us to consume. 

13 Thus with your mouth ye have 
boasted against me, and have multi- 

lied your words against me; I have 

eard them. 

14 Thus saith the Lord God; When 
the whole earth rejoioeth, I will make 
thee desolate. 

15 As thou didst rejoice at the in 
heritanoeof the house of Israel,because 
it was desolate, so will I do unto thee; 
thou Bh&lt be desolate, 0 mount Seir, 
and all Idumea, even all of it; and 
they shall know that I am tho Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

The land of Israel is eamfariid—Israel shall 
be restored. 

L60, thou son of man, prophesy 
unto the mountains of Israel, 
and say, Ye mountains of Israel, hear 
the word of the Lord; 


2 Thus saith the Lord God; Be 
oause the enemy hath said against 
you, Aha, even tho ancient high 
places are ours in possession ; 

3 Therefore prophesy and say, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Because they 
have made you desolate, and swal¬ 
lowed you up on every side, that ye 
might be a possession unto the resi¬ 
due of the heathen, and ye are taken 
up in the lips of talkers, and are an 
infamy of the people; 

4 Therefore, ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord God; Thus 
saith the Lord God to the mountain* 
and to the hills, to the rivers and to 
the valleys, to the desolate waste* 
and to the cities that are forsaken, 
which became a prey and derision to 
the residue of the heathen that arc 
round about; 

5 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Surely in the fire of my jeal 
ousy have I spoken against the resi 
due of the heathen, and against all 
Idumea, which have appointed my 
land into their possession with thp 
joy of all their heart, with despiteful 
minds, to cast it out for a prey. 

6 Prophesy therefore concerning the 
land of Israel, and say unto the 
mountains and to the hills, to th<< 
rivers and to the valleys, Thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I have spoken 
in my jealousy and in my fury, b^ 
cause ye have borne the shame of the 
heathen ; 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, I have lifted up mine hand. 
Surely the heathen that are about 
you, they shall bear their shame. 

8 But ye, 0 mountains of Israel, ye 
shall shoot forth your branches, and 
yield your fruit to my people of Is¬ 
rael ; for they are at hand to oome. 

9 For, behold, I am for you, and I 
will turn unto you, and ye shall he 
tilled and sown ; 

10 And I will multiply men upon 
you, all the house of Israel; even all 
of it; and the oities shall be inhabit¬ 
ed, and tbe wastes shall be builded; 

11 And I will multiply upon you 
man And beast; and they shall in¬

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13 Tea, I will oauso men to walk 
upon you, even my people Israel; 
and they shall possess thee, and thou 
shalt be their inheritance, and thou 
ehalt no more henceforth bereave 
them of men. 

13 Thus sailh the Lord God; Be¬ 
cause they say unto you, Thou land 
devourest up men, and hast bereaved 
thy nations; 

14 Therefore thou shalt devour men 
no more, neither bereave thy nations 
any more, saith the Lord God. 

15 Neither will I oause men to hear 
in tbee the shame of the heathen any 
more, neither shalt thou bear the re¬ 
proach of the people any more, nei¬ 
ther Bhalt thou cause thy nations to 
fall any more, saith the Lord God. 

10 Moreover the word of the Lord 
oame unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, when the house of 
Israel dwelt in their own land, they 
defiled it by their own way and by 
their doings; their way was before 
mo as the uncleannoss of a removed 
woman. 

18 Whereforo I pourod my fury 
upon them for the blood that they 
had shed upon the land, and for their 
idols wherewith thoy bad polluted it; 

10 And I scattered them among the 
heal hen, and they were dispersed 
through Ibo countries; according to 
their way and acoording to their 
doings I judged them. 

20 And when they entored unto tbo 
nealhen, whither they wont, thoy pro¬ 
faned my holy name, when they Baid 
to them, These are the people of the 
Lord, and are gone forth out of his 
land. 

21 But I had pity for mine holy 
name, which the house of Israel had 
profaned amoDg the heathen, whither 
they wont. 

22 Therefore say onto the houGO of 
sracl, Thus saith the Lord God; I 

do not this for your sakes, 0 house 
of Israel, but for mine holy name's 
J nkc, whioh ye have profaned among 
lliu heathen, whither ye went. 

23 And I will sanotify my great 
name, whioh was profaned among 
the heathen, whioh ye have profaned 
in tho midst of them; and the hea¬ 
then shall know that I am tho Lord, 
saith tho Lord God, when I shall be 
lanetiflod in you before their oyes. 
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. 24 For I will take you from among 
the heathen, and gather you out of 
all countries, and will bring you into 
your own land. 

25 Then will I sprinkle dean water 
upon you, and ye 6hall be cleau:

27 And I will put my Spirit within 
you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judg¬ 
ments and do them. 

28 And ye shall dwell in the land 
that I gavo to your fathers; and ye 
shall be my people, and I will be your 
God. 

29 I will also save you from all your 
UDoleanncsses ; and I will call for the 
corn, and will increase It, and lay no 
famine upon you. 

30 And I will multiply the fruit of 
tho tree, and the increase of the field, 
that ye shall receive no more reproach 
of famine among tho heathen. 

31 Then Bhall ye remember your 
own evil ways, and your doings that 
were not good, and shall loathe your¬ 
selves in your own sight for your 
iniquities and for your abominations. 

32 Not for your sakes do I this, 
9aith the Lord God, be it known unto 
you; be ashamed and confounded Tot 
your own ways, 0 house of Israel. 

33 Thus Baith tho Lord God ; In the 
day that I shall have oleansed you 
from all your iniquities I will also 
cau9e you to dwoll in the cities, and 
the wastes shall bo builded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the 
sight of all that passed by. 

35 And they snail say, This land 
that was desolato is become like the 
garden pf Eden ; and tho waste and 
desolato end ruined oities aro bcoome 
fenced, and are inhabited. 

36 Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I 
tho Lord build the ruined places, and 

lant thut which was desolate; I the 

ord bavo spokon it, and I will do iL 

37 Thus saith tho Lord God; I will 
yet for this be inquired of by the 
house of Israel, to do it for them; I 
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will increase them with men like a 
flock. 

38 As the holy flock, as the flock of 
Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; so 
shall the waste cities be filled with 
(looks of men; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXVII. 

The resurrection of Israel—The. two Uieks— 
I'romistt to IrrcuL 

HE hand of the Lord was upon 
me, and oarried me out in the 
Spirit of the Lord, and set me down 
in the midBt of the valley which was 
full of bones, 

2 And caused me to pass by them 
round about; and, behold, there were 
very many in the open valley; and, 
lo, they were very dry. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
can these bones live ? And I answer¬ 
ed, 0 Lord God, thou knowest.

20 And the 9ticks whereon thou 
writest shall be in thine hand before 
their eyes. 

21 And say unto tbcm, Thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I will take the 
children of Israel from among the 
heathen, whither they be gone, and 
will gather them on every side, and 
bring them into their own land; 

22 And I will make thorn one nation 
in the laud upon the mountains of 
Israel ; and one king shall bo king 
to them all; and they shall he no 
more two nations, neither shall they 
be divided into two kingdoms any 
more at all; 

23 Noithor shall they defile them¬ 
selves any more with theii idols, nor 
with their detestable things, nor with 
any of their transgressions ; but I 
will save them out of all their dwell¬ 
ing-places, wheroin they have sinned. 
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ind will oleanee them ; so shall they 
b« my people, and I will be their God. 

24 And David my servant shall be 
king over them ; and they all ehall 
have one shepherd ; they shall also 
walk in my judgments, and observe 
my statutos, and do them. 

2o And they Bhall dwoll in the land 
that I have given onto Jacob my 
servant, wherein your fathers have 
dwell; and they shall dwell therein, 
even they, and their children, and 
their children'schildren forever; and 
my servant David s hall be their prince 
for ever. ****** 

26 Moreover I will makeacovenant 
of peace with them; it shall be an 
everlasting covenant with them ; and 
I will place them, and multiply them, 
and will set my sanctuary in the 
midst of them for evermore. 

27 My tabernacle also shall be with 
them; yea, I will be thoir God, and 
they shall be my people. 

26 And the heatnon shall know that 
I tho Lord do Banctify Israel, when 
my sanotuary shall be in the midst 
of them for evermore.

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8 After many days thou shalt be 
visited; in the latter years thou shalt 
corao into the land that is brought 
back from the sword, and is gather¬ 
ed out of many people, against the 
mountains of Israel, which have beon 
always waste; but it is brought forth 
out of the nations, and they shall 
dwell safely all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come like 
a storm, thou shalt be like n cloud 
to cover the land, thou, and all thy 
bands, and many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God; It shall 
also como to pass, that at the same 
time shall things come into thy mind, 
and thou shalt think an evil thought; 

11 And thou shalt say, I will go up

10 And there woro narrow windows 
to the little chambers, and to their 
posts within the gate round about, 
and likewise to the arches; and win¬ 
dows were round about inward; and 
upon eaoh post were palm trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and, lo, there wore 
chambers and a pavement made for 
the court round about; thirty cham¬ 
bers wore upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side 
of the gates over against tho length 
of the gates was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, a hundred onbits eastward 
and northward. 

20 And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, 
he measured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little ohambers theroof 
were three on this side and threo on 
that side; and the posts thereof and 
the arches theroof were after the mea¬ 
sure of the first gate; tho length 
thereof was fifty oubits, and tho 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were 
after the measure of the gate that 


lookcth toward the oast; and they 
went up unto it by seven Btcps; and 
the arcncs thereof were hcforc them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
waB over against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east; and he 
measured from gale to gate a hundred 
cubits. 

24 After that he brought me toward 
the south, and behold a gale toward 
tho south; and he measured the posts 
thereof, and the arches thereof, ac¬ 
cording to these measures. 

25 And there were wiudows in it 
and in the arches thereof round about, 
like those windows; the length was 
fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cnbits. 

26 And there were sdven steps to gu 
up to it, and the arches thereof were 
before them; and it had palm trees, 
one on this side, and another on that 
side, upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gale in the in¬ 
ner court toward the south; and lie 
measured from gate to gate toward 
the south a hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by tho Bouth gate; and ho 
measured the south gate according to 
these measures; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, 
and tho posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to these measures ; 
and there were windows in it and in 
the arches thereof round about; it 
was fifty cubits long, and five and 
twonty oubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about were 
five and twenty cubits long, and five 
cubits broad. 

31 And tho arohes thereof wero to¬ 
ward the outer court; and palm trees 
wore upon the posts thereof; and the 
going up to it had eight steps. 

32 And he brought mo into the in 
ner court toward the oast; and he 
measured the gato acoording to Iheso 
measures. 

33 And the little ohamhers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
theroof, wore according to these rnca 
euros; and there were windows there¬ 
in and in the arches thoroof round 
about; it was fifty cubits long, and 
five and twenty cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were to¬ 
ward tho outward court; and palm 
trees woro upon the posts thereof, ob 
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this side, and on that sido; and the 
going ap to it had eight steps. 

35 And he brought mo to the north 
gato, and measured it aooording to 
these measures; 

30 The little chambers thereof, the 
posts thereof, and the arohes thereof, 
and the windows to it round about; 
the length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were to¬ 
ward the outer court; and palm trees 
were upon the posts thoreof, on this 
side, and on that side; and the going 
up to it had eight stops. 

38 And the ehambors and the en¬ 
tries theroof wore by the posts of the 
gates, where they washed the burnt 
offering. 

30 And in the poroh of the gato 
were two tables on this sido, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon 
the burnt offering and the sio offer¬ 
ing and trespass offering. 

40 And at the sido without, as ono 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gato, were two tables; and on tho 
other Bide, which was at the porch of 
the gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables wero on this sido, 
and four tables on that side, by the 
side of tho gate; oigbt tables, where¬ 
upon they slow their saorifiooa. 

42 And tho four tables were of 
hewn stone for the burnt offering, of 
a cubit and a half long, and a oubit 
and a half broad, and one aubit high; 
whereupon also thoy laid tho instru¬ 
ments wherewith thoy slow tho burnt 
offering and the sacrifice, 

43 And within wore hooks, a hand 
broad, fasteuod roundabout; and upon 
the tables was the fiesh of the offering. 

44 And without tho innor gate wero 
the chambers of the singers in the 
inner oourl, wbiob was at the side of 
the north gale; and their prospect 
was toward tho south; one at the 
aide of ikeoftBt gate having the pros¬ 
pect toward the north. 

45 And ho said unto mo, This cham¬ 
ber, whoso prospoot is toward tho 
south, is for tho priests, tho koopers 
of the charge of tho house. 

46 And tho chamber whoso proBpoot 
is toward the north is for tho priosts, 
the keepers of tho oharge of the al¬ 
tar; these are the sons of Zadok 
among the boqb of Lovi, whioh ooldo 


near to the Lord to minister unto him. 
47 So he measured the court, a hun¬ 
dred cubits long, and a hundred ou- 
bits broad, four-square; and the altar 
that was before the house. 

43 And ho brought me to the porch 
of the house, and measured eaoh post 
of the porch, five cubits on this side, 
and Gve cubits on that side; aud the 
breadth of the gate was three cubits 
on this side, and three cubits on that 
side: 

40 The length of the porch wan 
twenty aubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits; and he brought me by the 
steps whereby thoy went up to it; 
and there were pillars by the posts, 
one on this side, and another on that 
side. 

CHAPTER XLI, 

The measure*, parts, chambers, and orna¬ 
ments of the temple. 
FTERWARD he brought me to 
the temple, and measured the 
posts, six oubits broad on the one 
side, and six oubits broad on the 
other side, which was the breadth of 
the tabornaole. 

2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten oubits; and the sides of the door 
were five oubits on the one side, and 
fivo oubits on the other Bide ; and he 
measured the length thereof, forty ou¬ 
bits, nnd the breadth, twenty oubits. 

3 Then went he inward, and mea¬ 
sured the post of the door, two oubits; 
aud the door, six cubits; and the 
breadth of the door, seven oubits. 

4 So ho measured the length there¬ 
of, twenty oubits; and the breadth, 
cwonty oubits, before the temple ; and 
bo said unto me, This is the mnt 
holy placo. 

5 After ho measured tho wall of the 
house, six oubits; and the breadth of 
every side oharaber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every sido. 

6 And the sido ehambors were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of tho bouso for the side cham¬ 
bers round about, that they might 
have hold, but they had not hold in 
the wall of the house. 

7 And there was an enlarging, and 
a wiuding about still upward to the 
side ohambers; for the winding about 
of tho house went still upward round 
about the house; therefore the breadth 
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of the house was still upward, and 
bo increased from the lowest chamber 
to the highest by the midst. 

6 I saw also the height of the bouse 
round about; the foundations of the 
side chambers were a full reed of six 
groat ouhits. 

0 The thickness of the wall, which 
waB for the sido chamber without, 
was five oubits; and that wbioh was 
left was the placo of tho side cham¬ 
bers that were within. 

10 And between the chambers was 
the wideness of twenty oubits round 
about tho house on every side. 

11 And the doors of tho side cham¬ 
bers were toward the placo that was 
left, one door toward the north, and 
another door toward tho south; and 
the breadth of the place that was left 
was five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was be¬ 
fore the separate place at the end to¬ 
ward the west was seventy cubits 
broad ; and the wall of the building 
was five oubits thick round about, 
and the length thereof ninety cubits. 

13 So he measured Lhe house, a hun¬ 
dred cubits long; and the separate 
place,and the building, with tho walls 
thereof, a hundred cuhits long; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of 
the house, and of the sepnrato place 
toward the east, a hundred oubits. 

16 And he measured the length of 
the building over against tha sepa¬ 
rate plaoo whioh was behind it, and 
the galleries thereof on the one side 
and on the othor side, a hundred cu¬ 
bits, with the inner temple, and the 
porohes of the court; 

16 The door posts, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round 
about on their throe stories, over 
against tho door, oeiled with wood 
roundabout, and from the ground up 
to the windows, and the windows 
were covered; 

17 To that above tho door, cvod 
unto the inner house, and without, 
and by all the wall round about with¬ 
in and without, by measure. 

18 And it was made with cherubim 
and palm trees, so that a palm troo 
was botwoun a oboruh and a cherub; 
and overy cherub had two faces; 

10 So that tho face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on Lhoono Bido, 
and the face of a young lion toward 


tho palm treo on the other side; It 
was mado through all the house 
round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubim and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of tho temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were 
squared, and tho face of the sanctu¬ 
ary ; tho appearance of theono as the 
appearance of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and tho length thereof 
two cubits; and the corners thereof, 
and the length thereof, and tho wall* 
thereof, were of wood ; and he said 
unlo me. This is the table that is 
before the Lord. 

23 And the temple aud tho sanc¬ 
tuary had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves ; two leaves 
for the ono door, and two leaves for 
the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, 
on the doors of tho temple, cherubim 
andpalru trees, like as wero made upon 
the walls; and there were thick planks 
upon the face of the porch without. 

20 And there wore narrow windows 
and palm trees on tho one side and 
on the other side, on the sides of tho 
porch, and upon the side chamber? 
of the house, and thick planks. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

77i e chambers ftrr the priests — Pie measures 
of the. outward court. 

IIEN he brought mo forth into 
the outer court, the way toward 
the north ; and bo brought me into 
tho chamber that was over against 
the separate place, and whioh was 
before tho building to ward the north. 

2 Before the length of a hundred 
cubits was tho north door, and the 
breadth was fifty oubits. 

3 Over against the twenty cubits 
which wore for the inner court, end 
over against tho pavement whioh was 
for the outer court, was gallery against 
gallery in throe stories. 

4 And hoforo tho chambers was n 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, n 
way of ono cubit; and their doors 
toward the north. 

5 Now tho uppor chambers wore 
sbortor ; for the galleries were higher 
than these, than Ibo lower, and than 
the middlemost of tho building. 

6 For they wore in throe stories, but 
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bad not piliarB as the pillars of the 
courts; therefore the building was 
straitened more than the lowest and 
the middlemost from tho ground. 

7 Aud tho wall that was without 
over against the chambers, toward 
the outer court on tho forepart of tho 
chambers, tho length thorcof was 
fifty cubits. 

8 For tho length of the chambers 
that wore in tho outer court was fifty 
cubits; and, lo, beforo Lho temple 
were a hundrod cubits. 

9 And from under these chambers 
was lho ontry on tho cast side, as one 
goeth into them from the outer court. 

10 Tho ohambers were in the thick¬ 
ness of tho wall of the court toward 
the east, over against tho separate 
plaoo, and over aguin9t tho building. 

11 And tho way before thorn was 
like tho appearance of the ohambers 
whioh wore toward the north, as long 
as they, and as broad as they ; and 
all their goings out were both accord¬ 
ing to their fashions, and according 
to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of 
the ohambers that were toward the 
south was a door in the head of the 
way, even the way directly before 
tho wall toward the cast, asoneentcr- 
eth into them. 

13 Then said he unto me, Tho north 
ohambers and the south chambers, 
whioh ore heforo tho separate place, 
thoy be holy ohambers, wliero the 
priests that approach unto the Lord 
shall eat the most holy things; thero 
shall they lay the most holy things, 
and the meat offering, and tho sin 
offering, and tho trespass offering; 
for tho place is holy. 

14 When tho priests enter theroin, 
then shall they not go out of the holy 
plaoo into the outor court, hut thore 
they shall lay thoir garments whorein 
they minister; for they are holy; 
and shall put on other garments, and 
shall approach to those things which 
are for tho people. 

16 Now when ho had rnado an end 
of measuring tho inner houso, he 
brought mo forth toward the gato 
whose prospect is toward the east, 
and measured it round about. 

16 He measured the oast sido with 
the measuring reed,five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring rood round about. 


17 He moasured lho north side, five 
hundrod reeds, with the measuring 
rood round about. 

18 lie measured tlio south side, five 
hundred rccus, with Lbe measuring 
reod. 

19 lie turned about lo tho west side, 
and measured Gvo hundred roods, 
with the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by tho four sidos ; 
it had a wall round about, five hun¬ 
dred reeds long, and fivo hundred 
broad, to make a separation between 
the sanctuary and the profane place. 

CIIAPTKR XLIII. 

77ic return of the glory of God into the. tem¬ 
ple — Sin hindered G(xts presence — Obser¬ 
vance of Vie law oj the house etyained—The 

aUar . 

FTERWAHD he brought me to 
tho gnto, evon tho gate that 
looketh toward lho east; 

2 And, behold, tho glory of tho God 
of Israel came from tbo way of lho 
cast; and bis voice was like a noise 
of many waters; and tho oarth shined 
with his glory. 

3 And it was according to tho 
appearance of the vision whioh I saw, 
even according to the vision that I 
Baw when I came to destroy the oily; 
and the visions wero like the vision 
that I saw by the river Cbebar; and 
I fell upon my face. 

•I And tho glory of tho Lord camo 
into the houso by tho way of tho gate 
whoso prospeot is toward tho east. 

5 So the Spirit took me up, and 
brought me into tho innor court; and, 
behold, tho glory of the Lord filled 
tho house. 

6 And I heard him speaking unto 
mo out of tbo house; and the man 
stood by me. 

7 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
tho placo of my throne, and tho place 
of tne soles of my feet, where I will 
dwell in the midst of the children of 
Israol for over, and my holy namo, 
shall tho house oflsraol no more defile, 
neither they, nor their king9, by their 
whoredom, nor by tho caroassos of 
their kings in thoir high placos. 

8 In thoir sotting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and thoir post by 
my posts, and tho wall between me 
and them, they have evon dofiled my 
holy name by their abominations that 
they have committed; whorofore I 
have consumed them in mine anger- 
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9 Now let them pat away their 
whoredom, and the caroaesee of their 
kings, far from me, and I will dwell 
in the midst of them for ever. 

10 Thou eon of man, show the house 
to the house of Israel, that they may 
be ashamed of their iniquities ; and 
let them measuro the pattern. 

11 And if they bo ashamed of all 
that they have done, show them the 
form of the house, and the fashion 
thereof, and the goings out thereof, 
and the comings in thereof, and all 
the forms thereof, and all the ordi¬ 
nances thereof, and all the forms 
thereof, and all the laws thereof; and 
write it in their Bight, that they may 
keep the whole form thereof, and all 
the ordinances thereof, and do them. 

12 This iB the law of the house; 
Upon the top of the mountain the 
wnole limit thereof round about shall 
be most holy. Behold, this is the law 
of the house. 

13 And these are the measures of 
the altar after the cubits ; The cubit 
is a cuhit and a hand-breadth ; even 
the hottom shall be a cuhit, and the 
breadth a oubit, and the border there¬ 
of by the edge thereof round about 
shall he a span ; and this shall be the 
higher place of the altar. 

14 And from the bottom upon the 
ground even to the lower settle shall 
be two ouhits, and the breadth one 
oubit; and from the lesser settle even 
to the greater settle shall be four cu¬ 
bits, and the hreadth one cubit. 

15 So the altar shall be four cubits; 
and from the altar and upward shnll 
be four horns. 

10 And the altar shall be twelve 
cubits long, twelve broad, square in 
the four squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall be fourteen 
ouhits long and fourteen broad in the 
four Bquares thereof; and the border 
abont it shall be half a cubit; and 
the bottom thereof shall be a cubit 
about; and his stairs shall look to¬ 
ward the east. 

18 And he said unto me, Son of 
man, thus eaith the Lord God ; These 
are the ordinances of the altar in the 
day when they shall make it, to offer 
burnt offerings thereon, and to sprin¬ 
kle blood thereon. 

19 And thou shalt give to the 
priests the Levitos, that be of the 


seed of Zadok, which approach unit 
me, to minister unto me, eaith the 
Lord God, a young bullock for a sin 
offering. 

20 And thou shall take of the hlood 
thereof, and put it on the four horns 
of it, and on the four corners of the 
settle, and upon the border round 
about; thus shall thou cleanse and 
purge it. 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also 
of the sin offering, and he shall born 
it in the appointed place of the house, 
without the sanctuary. 

22 And on tho second day thou 
shalt offer a kid of the goats without 
hlemish for a sin offering: and they 
shall cleanse the altar, as they di<l 
cleanse it with the hullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing it, Ibou shalt offer a young 
bullock without hlemish, and a ram 
out of the flock without lilemish. 

24 And thon 6halt offer them before 
the Lord, and the priests shall cast 
salt upon them, and they shall offer 
them up for a hurnt offering unto the 
Lord. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering; 
they shall also prepare a young bul¬ 
lock, and a ram out of the flock, 
without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge tho 
altar and purify it; and tney shall 
consecrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are expired, 
it shall be, that upon the eighth day, 
and so forward, tho priests shall make 
your burnt offerings upon the altar, 
and your peace offerings; and I will 
accept you, sailh the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

The east gate assigned to the prince —77u 

priests rejyroved /or poliuting the tano- 

tuary — Ordinances ,(gr the priests, 

HEX he brought me back the way 
of the gate of the outward sanc¬ 
tuary which looketh toward the east; 
and it was shut. 

2 Then said the Lord unto me; 
This gate shall be shut, it shall not 
bo opened, and no man shall enter 
in by it; because the Lord the God 
of Israel hath entered in by it, there- 
foro it shnll be shut. 

3 It is for tho princo ; the princo, 
ho shall sit in it to eat bread before 
the Lord; he shall enter by tho way 
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•f the poroh of that gate > and shall 
go out by the way of the same. 

4 Then hroughl he me the way of 
the north gate before the house; and 
I looked, and, behold, Lho glory of 
tho Lord filled the houso of the Lord; 
and I fell upon my face. 

5 And tho Lord said unto me, Son 
of man, mark woll, and behold with 
thino eyes, and hear with thine ears 
all that I say unto thee concerning 
all tho ordinances of tho house of 
the Lord, and all the laws thereof; 
and mark well the entering in of the 
houso, with every going forth of tho 
sanotuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to the rebel¬ 
lious, even to the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God ; 0 ye houso 
of Israel, let it suffice you of all your 
abominations, 

7 In that ye have brought into my 
sanotuary strangors, uncircumciscd 
in heart, and uncircumciscd in flesh, 
to bo in my sanctuary, to pollute it, 
even my house, when ye offer my 
bread, tho fat aud tho blood, and 
they have broken my oovenant be- 
oause of all your abominations. 

8 Ye have not kept the charge of 
mine holy things; but ye have set 
keepers of my charge in my sanc¬ 
tuary for yourselves. 

9 Thus saith tho Lord God; No 
stranger, unoiroumcised in heart, nor 
unoiroumoised in flesh, shall entor 
into my sanotuary, of any stranger 
that is among the children of Israel. 

10 And the Lovitos that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, whioh wont astray away from 
me after their idols; they shall even 
bear their iniquity. 

H Yet they shall bo miuistors in 
my sanctuary, having charge at the 
gates of the houso, and ministering 
to tho house; they shall slay the 
burnt offering and the sacrifice for 
the people, and they shall stand be- 
foro them to minister unto them. 

12 Because they ministered unto 
thorn before their idols, and caused 
the house of Israol to fall into in¬ 
iquity ; therefore have I lifted up miuo 
hand against thorn, saith the Lord God, 
and they shall hear thoir iniquity. 

13 Aud they shall not oomo near 
unto me, to do the offioo of a priest 
unto me, nor to oome noar to any 


051 

of my holy things, in the most holy 
place; but they shall boar their 
shame, aud their abominations whioh 
they have committed. 

14 Dut I will make them keepers 
of the chargo' of the house, for all 
the service thereof, and for all that 
shall be done therein. 

15 But the priests the Levites, the 
sons of Zadok, that kept the charge 
of my sanctuary when the children 
of Israel went aslray from me, they 
shall oome noar to me to minister 
unto me, and they shall stand before 
me to offer unto me the fat and the 
blood, saith the Lord God; 

16 They shall enter into my sano¬ 
tuary, and they shall come near to 
my table, to minister unto me, and 
they shall keep my charge. 

17 And it shall come to paBS, that 
when they entor in at the gates of 
tho inner court, they shall he clothed 
with linen garments; and no wool 
shall como upon them, while they 
minister in tho gates of the innor 
court, and within. 

18 They shall have liuen bonnets 
upon their bends, and shall have 
linen breeches upon their loins ; they 
shall not gird themselves with any 
thing that causcth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
outer court, oven into tho outer court 
to the people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they ministered, 
and lay them in the holy chambers, 
and they shall put on other garments; 
and they shall not sanotify the peo¬ 
ple with their garments. 

20 Ncithor shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer their locks to grow 
long; Lhey shall only poll their heads. 

21 Neithor shall any priest drink 
wine, when thoy enter into tho inner 
court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their 
wives & widow, nor her that Is put 
away; but they shall take maidens 
of the soed of the houso of Israel, or 
a widow that had a priost boforo. 

23 And they shall teach my people 
the difference between the holy and 

rofano, and cause thorn to disoorn 
otween the unclean and the clean. 

24 And in controversy they shall 
stand in judgment; and thoy Bhall 
judgo it aooording to my judgments ; 
and they shall kocp my laws and my 
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statutes in all mice assemblies; and 
they shall hallow my sabbaths. 

25 And they Bhall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves; but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or 
for daughter, for brother, or for sister 
that hath bad no husband, they may 
defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon uDto him scvcd dnys. 

27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, 
to minister in the sanctuary, he shall 
offer his siu offering, eaitb the Lord 
God. 

28 And it shall bo unto them for an 
inheritance; lam their inheritance; 
and ye shall give them no possession 
in Israel; I am thoir possession. 

29 They shntl eat the meat offering, 
and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; and every dedicated thing 
in Israel shall be theirs. 

30 And Lhe first of all the Grst-fruila 
of all things, and every oblntion of 
all, of every sort of your oblations, 
shall be the priest's; ye shall also 
give unto the priest tho first of your 
dough, that he may cause the blessing 
to rest in thine house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is dead of it6elf, or torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

Tht land ajrpartumrd—Ordinances far the 
princt. 

M OREOVER, when yoshall divide 
by lot the land for inheritance, 
yo shall offer an oblation unto tho 
Lord, a holy portion of the land; 
the length shall bo the length of five 
and twenty thousand reeds, and the 
breadth shall be ten thousand. This 
shall bo holy in all the borders there¬ 
of round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanc¬ 
tuary five hundred in length, with 
five hundred in breadth, square round 
about; and fifty cubits round about 
for the suhurbs thereof. 

3 And of this measure ehalt thou 
measure the length of five and twenty 
thousand, and the breadth often thou¬ 
sand; and in it shall be the sanctuary 
and the most holy place. 

■1 Tho holy portion of the land shall 
bo for tho priests the ministers of the 
sanctuary, which shall come near to 
minister unto tho Lord; and it shall 


be a place for their houses, and a holy 
place for the sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twonty thousand 
of length, and the ten thousand of 

j breadth, shall also the Lcvites, the 
ministers of the bouse, have for them¬ 
selves, for a possession for twenty 
chambers. 

6 And ye shall Appoint the posses¬ 
sion of the city five thousand broad, 
and five and twenty thousand long, 
over against the oblation of the holy 

| portion; it shall be for the whole house 
of Israel. 

7 And a portion shall be for the 
prince on the one side and on the 
other side of tho oblation of the holy 
portion, and of the possession of the 
city, before the oblation of the holy 
portion, and before the possession of 
the city, from the west side westward, 
and from the east side eastward ; ami 
the length shall be over against on*.- 
of tho portions, from the west border 
unto the east border. 

8 In the land shall be his possession 
in Israel; and my princes shall no 
more oppress my people; and the 
rest of the land shall they give to (ln- 
house of Israel according to their 
trihos. 

9 Thus saith the Lord God; Let it 
suffice you, 0 princes of Israel; re¬ 
move violence and spoil, and execute 
judgment and justice, take away your 
exactions from my people, saith the 
Lord God. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, and 
a just ephah, and a just bath. 

11 The ephah end the bath shall 
be of one measure, that the bath may 
contain the tenth part of a homer, 
and lhe ephah the tenth part of a 
homer; the measure thereof shall be 
after the homer. 

12 And tho shekel shall be twenty 
gerahs; twenty shekels, five and 
twenty shekels, fifteen shekels, shall 
be your maneh. 

13* This is tho oblation that ye shall 
offer; tho sixth part of an ephah cf 
a homer of wheat, and ye shall give 
the sixth part of an ephah of n homer 
of barley. 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, 
tbe bath of oil, yo shall offer the tenth 
part of a bath out of tho cor, which 
is a homer of (en baths; for ten baths 
arc a homer; 
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15 And one lamb out of Iho (lock, 
out of two hundred, out of the fat 
pastures of Israel; for a meat offering, 
and for a burnt offering, and for peace 
offerings, to make reconciliation for 
them, saith the Lord God. 

16 AH the people of the land shall 
give this oblation for the princo in 
Israel. 

17 And it shall be the prince's part 
to give burnt offerings, and meat of¬ 
ferings, and drink offerings, in the 
feasts, and in the new moons, and in 
the sabbaths, in all solemnities of the 
house of Israel; he shall prepare the 
•in offering, and the meat offering, 
and the burnt offering, and the peace 
offerings, to make reconciliation for 
the bongo of Israel. 

18 Thus saith the Lord God; In the 
first month, in the first day of the 
month, thou ehalt take a young bul¬ 
lock without blemish, and oleanso the 
sanctuary; 

10 Aud the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put it 
upon the posts of the house, and upon 
the four corners of the settle of tho 
altar, and upon the posts of tho gate 
of tho inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the seventh 
day of the month for every one that 
orreth, and for him that is simple; so 
shall ye reconcile tho house. 

21 In the first month, in the four¬ 
teenth day of the month, yo shall havo 
tho passover, a feast of seven days; 
unloavenod bread shall be eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall tho 
prince prepare for himself and for all 
tho people of the land a bullock for a 
sin offering. 

23 And seven days of the feast he 
shall prepare a burnt offoring to the 
Lord, seven bullocks and eovon rams 
without blemish daily tho seven days; 
and a kid of the goats daily for a sin 
offoring. 

24 And ho shall prepare a meat of¬ 
fering of an eph&h for a bullock, and 
an ephah for a ram, and a bin of oil 
for an ephah. 

26 In the sovonth month, in the fif¬ 
teenth day of tho month, shall ho do 
the like in Iho foast of tho seven days, 
according to tho sin offering, accord¬ 
ing to the burnt offering, and accord¬ 
ing to tho meat offering, and acoord- 
ing to tho oil. 


Oil A l*TKIl XMI. 

Ordinance* for the prince in hit toorthip, 
and for the. jtenple. 

HUS sailh tho Lord God; The 
gale of the inner court that look- 
eth toward the oast shall be shut the 
six working dnys; but on tho sabbath 
it shall be opened, and in tho day of 
the now moon it shall he opened. 

2 And the prince shall entor by Ihe 
way of the porch of that gate without, 
and shall stand by the post of the 
gate, and the priests shall prepare his 
burnt offering and his peace offerings, 
and ho shall worship at the threshold 
of the gate; then ho shall go forth; 
hut the gate shall not he shut until 
the evening. 

3 Likewise tho people of the land 
shall worship at tho door of this gate 
beforo the Lord in the sabbaths and 
in the new moons. 

4 And tho burnt offering that the 
prince shall offer unto the Lord in the 
sabhnth day shall bo six lambs without 
bloiuish. and a ram without blemish, 

5 And tho uicat offering shall bo an 
ephah for a ram, and the moat offering 
for the lambs as he shall be able to 
give, and a hin of oil to an ephah. 

0 And in tho day of the new moon 
it shall bo a young bullock without 
blemish, and six Iambs, and a ram ; 
they shall bo without blemish. 

7 And ho shall preparo a meat of¬ 
fering, an ephah for a bullock, and 
an ophah for a ram, and for the lambs 
according as his hand shall attain 
unto, and a hin of oil to an ephah. 

8 And when tho princo shall enter, 
he shall go in by the way of the 
porch of that gate, and ho shall go 
forth by the way thereof. 

9 But when the pcoplo of tho land 
shall come beforo the Lord in the 
solemn fcaatfl, ho that entercth in by 
tho way of the north gate to worship 
shall go out by tho way of the south 
gato; and ho that entereth by the way 
of the south gato shall go forth by 
tho way of the north gate; he shall 
not return by the way of the gate 
whereby he came in, but shall go 
forth over against it. 

10 And the princo in tho midst of 
them, when thoy go in, shall go in; 
end whon thoy go forth, shall go 
forth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the 
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solemnities the meat offering shall be 
an ephah to a bollock, and an ephah 
to a ram, and to the lambs as he is 
able to give, and a hin of oil to an 
ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall pre¬ 
pare a voluntary burnt offering or 
peace offerings voluntarily unto the 
Lord, one shall then open him the 
gate that looketh toward the east, 
and he shall prepare his burnt offer¬ 
ing and his peace offerings, as ho did 
on tho sabbath day; then he shall go 
forth; and after his going forth one 
shall shut the gate. 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt 
offering unto the Lord of a lamh of 
the first year without blemish; thou 
shalt prepare it every morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it evory morning, tho 
sixth part of an ephah, and the third 
part of a hin of oil, to temper with 
the fine Hour; a meat offering con¬ 
tinually by a perpetual ordinance 
unto Lhe Lord. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the 
lamb, and the meat offering, and the 
oil, every morning for a continual 
burnt offering. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God; If the 
prince give a gift unto any of his 
sons, the inheritance thereof shall bo 
his sons'; it shall he their possession 
by inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his in¬ 
heritance to one of his servants, then 
it shall he his to tho year of liberty; 
after, it shall return to the prince; 
hot his inheritance shall be his sons’ 
for them. 

10 Moreover tho prinoe shall not 
take of the people’s inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them oat of their 
possession ; but he shall give his sous 
inheritance out of his own posses¬ 
sion ; that my people be not scattered 
every man from his possession. 

19 Aftor he brought me through 
the entry, whioh was at the side of 
the gato, into the holy oliambors of 
the priests, which looked toward the 
north ; and, behold, there was a plaoe 
on the two sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This is 
the plaoe where the priests shall boil 
the trespass offering and the sin offer¬ 
ing, where they shall bake tho meat 
ifforing ; that they bear them not out 


into the outer court, to sanotify the 
people. 

21 Then he hroughl me forth into 
the outer court, and caused me to 
pass by the four corners of the court; 
and, behold, in every corner of the 
court there was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts joined of forty cubits 
long aud thirty broad; these four 
corners were of one measure. 

23 And there was a row of building 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and it was made with boil¬ 
ing places under the rows round abouL 

24 Then said he unto me, Theee 
arc the places of them that boil, 
wbere the ministers of the house 
shall boil the sacrifice of the people. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

The vision of the holy waters—The virtue of 
them—The borders of the land — The diri- 
tion of it by lot. 

FTETUVARD he brought mo 
again uuto the door of the 
house; and, behold, waters issued 
out from under the threshold of the 
house eastward; lor the forefront of 
the house stood toward the east, and 
the waters came down from under, 
from the right side of tho house, at 
the south side of tho altar. 

2 Then brought he me out of the 
way of the gate northward, and led 
me about the way without unto the 
outer gate by the way that looketh 
eastward; and, behold, there ran out 
waters on the right side. 

3 And when tho man that had tho 
line in his hand went forth eastward, 
he measured a thousand cubit9, and 
he brought me through the waters; 
the waters were to the ankles. 

4 Again he measured a thousand, 
and brought me through the waters; 
the waters were to the knees. Again 
he measured a thousand, and brought 
mo through; the waters were to the 
loins. 

5 Afterward he measured a thou¬ 
sand; and it was a river that I oould 
not pass over; for the waters were 
risen, waters to swim in, a river that 
oould not he passed over. 

6 And he said unto me, Son o r man, 
hast thou seen this 7 Then ho brought 
me, and caused me to retnrn to the 
brink of tho river. 

7 Now when I had returned, behold. 



CHAPTER XLVIII. 866 


at the bank of the river were very 
m»Dy trees on the one Bide and on 
the other. 

8 Then said he unto me, These 
waters issue out toward the east 
oountry, and go down into the des¬ 
ert, and go into the sea; whioh being 
brought forth into the sea, the waters 
shall be healed. 

0 And it shall come to pasB, that 
every thing that liveth, whioh moveth, 
whithersoever the rivers shall come, 
shall livo ; and there shall be a very 
great multitude of fish, because these 
waters shall oomo thither; for they 
shall be healed; and every thing shall 
live whither the river comoth. 

10 And it shall oome to pass, that 
the fishers shall Btand upon it from 
En-gedi oven unto En-eglaim : they 
shall he a place to spread forth nets; 
their fish BDall be according to their 
kinds, as the fish of the groat sea, 
exceeding many. 

11 Rut the miry places thereof and 
the marshos thereof shall not be 
healod; they shall he given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, 
shall grow all trees for meat, whoso 
leaf shall not fade, neithor shall the 
fruit thereof be consumed; it shall 
bring forth new fruit according to 
his months, becauso their waters they 
iesuod out of the sanctuary; and the 
fruit thereof shall be for meat, and 
Lhe leaf thereof for medioine. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God ; This 
shall bo the border, whereby ye shall 
inherit the land according to the 
twelve tribos of Israel; Joseph shall 
have two portions. 

14 And ye shall inherit it, one as 
well as another; oonoerning the whioh 
I lifted up mine hnnd to give it nnto 
your fathers; and this land shall fall 
unto you for inheritanoe. 

15 And this shall be the border of 
the land toward tho north side, from 
the grout sea, the way of Hethlon, as 
meu go to Zedad ; 

16 Hamath, Uorothah, Sibraiin, 
wbioh 1 b between the border of Da¬ 
mascus and tho border of Hamath; 
Hacar-hattioon, whioh is by the ooast 
of Hauran. 

17 And the bordor from tho sea 
shall be Ilazar-onan, tho border of 
Damascus, and the north northward, 


and the border of Hamath. And 
this is the north side. 

18 And the east side ye shall mea¬ 
sure from Hauran, and from Damas¬ 
cus, and from Gilead, and from the 
land of Israel by Jordan, from the 
border nnto the east sea. And this is 
the east side. 

19 And the south side southward, 
from Tamar even to the waters of 
strife in Kadesh, the river to the 
great sea. And this is the south side 
southward. 

20 The west side also shall be the 
grcAt sea from tho border, till a man 
como over against Hamath. This is 
the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto 
you aocording to tho trihes of Israel. 

22 And it shall come to paBS, that 
ye shall divide it by lot for on inherit¬ 
ance unto you, and to the Btrangcrs 
that sojourn among yoa, whioh shall 
beget children among you; and they 
shall be unto you as born in the 
country among tho children of Israel; 
they shall have inheritance with you 
among the trihes of Israel. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 
in what tribe the stranger sojourncth, 
there shall ye give him his inherit¬ 
ance, saith tho Lord God. 

CHAPTER XLVIII. 

The portions of the twelve tribea, of the tano- 

tuary , of Uu city and suburbs, and of the 

prince—The dimension* and gates of the 

city. 

OW these are the namos of the 
tribes. From the north end to 
tho coast of the way of Hethlon, as 
ono goeth to Hamath, Hazar-enan, 
the bordor of Damascus northward, 
to the ooast of namath; for these are 
hiB sides east and woat; a portion for 
Dan. 

2 And by the border of Dan, from 
the cast sido unto tho west side, a 
portion for Asher. 

3 And by the bordor of Asher, from 
tho east sido oven unto the west sido, 
a portion for Naphtali. 

4 And by the border of Naphtali, 
from tho oast side unto tho west side, 
a portion for Manassoh. 

5 And by the border of Manasaoh, 
from the cast sido unto the west Bide, 
a portion for Ephraim. 

6 And by the border of Ephraim, 
from the east side oven unto the west 
side, a portion for Roubou. 
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7 And by the border of Reuben, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
a portion for Judah. 

6 And by the border of Judah, from 
the cast side unto the west sido, shall 
be the offering which yc shall offer of 
five and twenty thousand reeds in 
breadth, and in length as one of the 
other parts, from the east side unto 
the west side; and the Banctuary 
shall be in the midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer 
unto the Lord shall bo of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of 
ten thousand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the 
priests, shall be this holy oblation; 
toward the north five and twenty 
thousand in length, and toward the 
west ten thousand in breadth, and 
toward the east ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the south five 
and twenty thousand in length; and 
the sanctuary of tho Lord shall be in 
the midst thereof. 

11 It shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Zadok; 
which have kept my charge, which 
went not astray when the children 
of Israel went astray, as the Levitcs 
went astray. 

12 And this oblation of the land 
that is offered shall bo unto them a 
thing most holy hy the border of the 
Levites. 

13 And over against the border of 
the priests, the Levites shall have fivo 
and twenty thousand in length, and 
ten thousand in breadth; all the 
length shall be Gve and twenty thou¬ 
sand, and tho breadth ten thousand. 

14 And they shall not sell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alionate the 
first-fruits of the land; for it is holy 
unto tbo Lord. 

15 And tho five thousand, that are 
left in the breadth over against the 
five and twenty thousand, shall bo a 
profano placofor the city, for dwelling, 
and for suburbs; and the city shall ho 
in the midst thereof. 

10 And those shall be the measures 
thereof; the north sido four thousand 
and five hundred, and tho south sido 
four thousand and five hundred, and 
■on the cast sido four thousand and fivo 
hundred, and the west sido four thou¬ 
sand and five hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city shall 


bo toward the north two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the east two hun¬ 
dred and fifty, and toward the cast 
two hundred and fifty, and toward the 
west two hundred and fifty. 

18 And the residue in length over 
against the oblation of the holy por¬ 
tion shall bo ten thousand eastward, 
and ten thousand westward; nnd it 
shall be over against the oblation of 
the holy portion; and the increase 
thereof shall bo for food unto tbcm 
that serve the city. 

19 And they that serve the city sh ill 
serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. 

20 All the oblation shall be five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty 
thousand; ye shall offer the holy 
oblation four-square, with the pus 
session of the city. 

21 And the residue shall be for the 
prince, on the one side and on the 
other of the holy oblation, and of the 
possession of the city, over against 
the five and twenty thousand of the 
oblation toward the east border, nnd 
westward over against the five and 
twenty thousand toward the west bor¬ 
der, over against the portion for the 
prince; and it shall b<? the holy obla¬ 
tion; and the sanctuary of the house 
shall be in the midst thereof. 

22 Moreover, from the possession of 
the Levites, and from the possession 
of the city, being in the midst of that 
which is tho prince's, between the 
border of Judah and the border of 
Benjamin, 6hall be for the prince. 

23 As for the rest of the tribes, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Benjamin shall have a portion. 

24 And by the border of Benjamin, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Simeon shall have a portion. 

25 And by tho horder of Simeon, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Issnohar a portion. 

20 And by the border of Issaehar, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Zcbulun a portion. 

27 And by the border of Zebulun, 
from tho cast side unto the west side, 
Gad a portion. 

28 And by tho border of Gad, at 
the south side southward, the border 
shall be even from Tamar unto the 
waters of strife in Kadosh, and to 
the rivor toward tho great sea. 

■ 29 This is tho land which yo shall 
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divide by let unto the tribes of Israel 
for inheritance, and these are their 
portions, saith the Lord God. 

30 And these are the goings out of 
the city on the north side, four thou¬ 
sand and tive hundrod measures. 

31 And the gates of the oity shall 
be after the names of the tribes of 
Israol; throe gates northward; one 
gate of Reuben, one gate of Judah, 
one gate of Levi. 

32 And at the casL sido four thou¬ 
sand and five hundred; and three 
gales; and ono gale of Joseph, one 
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gate of Benjamin, one gate of 
Dan. 

33 And at the south sido four thou¬ 
sand and five hundred measures; and 
three gates; one gate of Simeon, one 
gate of Issoohar, one gAlo of Zebulun. 

34 At the west side four thousand 
and five hundred, with their three 
gates; one gate of Gad, one gate of 
Asher, one gate of Naphlali. 

35 It was round about eighteen 
thousand measures; and the name of 
the city from that day shall be called. 
Holy; for the Lord shall be there. 


THE BOOK 

CHAPTER I. 

JehniaJcim's captivily—Ashpmaz takeih Dan- 
iW, Hananiah, Mishael, and Atariah — 
Their excellency in wisdom. 

N the third yoar of the reign of 
Jchoiakim king of Judah oamc 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jchoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with part 
of the vessels of the bouse of God; 
which ho carried into the land of 
Shinar to the houso of his god; and 
ho broughttbe vcssols intothelrcasure 
house of his god. 

3 And the king spake unto Ash- 
icnaz the master of uis eunuchs, that 
le should bring certain of tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and of the king's seed, 
and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no blem¬ 
ish, but well favoured, and skilful in 
all wisdom, and cunning in know¬ 
ledge, and understanding soienoe, and 
suah as had ability in them to stand 
in the king's palace, and whom they 
night toaoh the learning and the 
tongue of tho Chaldeans. 

5 Aud the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king's moat, 
and of the wine which he drank; so 
nourishing them three years, that at 
tho end thereof they might stand be¬ 
fore the king. 

0 Now among these wore of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiab, 
Mishaol, and Azariah; 

7 Unto whom tho prinoe of the 
eunuchs gave names; for he gave 
unto Daniol the namo of Boltesbaz- 
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zar; and to Hananiah, of Shadruch ; 
and to Mishael, of Mcshach ; and to 
Azariah, of Abed-nogo. 

8 But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that ho would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor 
with tho wine which he drank ; there¬ 
fore ho roquested of the prince of the 
ounuchs that he might not defile him- 

' self. 

9 Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender lovo with tho prinoe 
of the eunuchs. 

10 And tho prince of tho eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, I fear tuy lord the 
king, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink ; for why should he 
see your facos worse liking than the 
children which are of your sort? then 
shall ye make mo endanger my head 
to tho king. 

11 Then said Daniel to Molzar, 
whom the prince of tho eunuohs had 
set over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseeoh 
thoe, ton days; and let them give us 
pulso to eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the 
countenance of the children that eat 
of the portion of the king’s meat; and 
as thou seeBt, deal with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and 
fatter in flesh than all tho children 
whioh did eat the portion of the kiog’s 
meat. 
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10 Thai Melzar took away the 
portion of their meat, and tho wine 
that they Bhould drink; and gave 
them pulse. 

17 As for these four children, Qod 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom; and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 
dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that 
the king had said he should bring 
them in, thon the prince of the 
eunuchs brought them in before 
Nebuohadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with 
them ; and among them all was found 
none like Daniel, Ilannniah, MUhaol, 
and Azariah; therefore stood they 
before the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that tho king in¬ 
quired of them, he found them tcu 
times bettor than all the magicians 
and astrologers that wero in all his 
realm. 

21 And Daniel continued oven unto 
tho first year of king Cyrus. 

CHAPTER II. 

ffcbuchadneztar’t dream—DanicTt inter- 

A pr elation—DanicVt advancement. 

ND in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar dreamed dreams, where¬ 
with his spirit was troubled, and his 
sleep brako from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and tho astrologers, 
and the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, 
for to show the king bis dreams. So 
they came and Btood before the king. 

3 And tho king said unto thorn, I 
have dreamed a dream, and my spirit 
was trouhlod to know the dream. 

4 Then spake the Chaldeans to tho 
king in Syriac, 0 king, live for ever; 
tell thy servouts the dream, and wo 
will show the interprotatiou. 

6 The king answered and said to 
the ChaldcanB, Tho thing is gono 
from me; if yo will not make known 
unto mo tho droam, with tho inter¬ 
pretation thorcof, ye shall bo cut in 
pieces, and your housos shall be made 
a dunghill. 

6 But if ye show tho droam, and 
the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
receive of me gifts and rewards and 
great honour; therefore show iuu tho 
Aream, and the interpretation thereof. 


7 They answered again and said, 
Let the king tell his servants the 
dream, and we will show the inter¬ 
pretation of it. 

8 Tho king answered aud said, I 
know of certainty that yc would gain 
the time, because yc see the thing is 
gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there is but one 
decree fur you; for ye have prepared 
lying and corrupt words to speak 
before me, till the time be changed; 
therefore tell mo tho dream, and 1 
shall know that ye can show me the 
interpretation thereof. 

10 The Chaldeans answered before 
tho king, and said, There is not a 
man upon the earth that can show 
the king's matter; therefore Lhere is 
no king, lord, nor ruler, that asked 
such things at any magician, or 
astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And it is a rare thing that the 
king requircth, and there is none 
other that can show it before tbc 
king, except the gods, whose dwell¬ 
ing is not with Hesh. 

12 For this cause the king wa* 
angry and very furious, and com¬ 
manded to destroy all the wise men 
of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that 
the wise men should be slain; and 
they sought Daniel and his fellows to 
bo slain. 

14 Then Daniel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Ariooh the 
captain of the king's guard, which 
was gono forth to slay the wise men 
of Babylon ; 

15 lie answered and said to Ariooh 
the king's oaplain, Why is the decree 
so hasty from tboking? Then Arioch 
made the thing known to Daniel. 

16 Then Daniel went in, and desired 
of the king that he would give him 
time, and that ho would show the 
king the interpretation. 

17 Then Daniol wont to hie house, 
and nmdo the thing known to Hana- 
niah, Mishacl, and Azariah, his onm 
pan ions ; 

18 That they would desire monies 
of the (Jod of heaven concerning this 
seorct; that Daniol and his fellows 
should uot perish with the rest of 
the wise men of Babylon. 

1 19 Then wan the secret revealed 
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onto Daniel in a night vision. Then 
Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and 9aid, Blessed 
be the naroo of God for ever and ever; 
for wisdom and might sire Ihb; 

21 And ho clmngelh tho tiinos and 
the Bensons; be rumovoth kings, and 
setlelh up kings ; he giveth wisdom 
unto the wiso, and knowledge to them 
that know understanding; 

22 IIo rcvcnleth Lho deep and se¬ 
cret things; ho knoweth what is in 
tho darkness, and the light dwclloth 
with him. 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, 0 
thou God of my fathers, who hast 
given roe wisdom and might, and hast 
mado known unto me now what wo de¬ 
sired of Lhoo ; for thou hast now made 
known unto us tho king's matter. 

24 Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom Lho king had ordained 
to destroy tho wise men of Babylon ; 
be went and said thus unto him ; De¬ 
stroy not the wise men of Babylon ; 
bring mo in before tho king, and I 
will show unto (ho king the interpre¬ 
tation. 

25 Then Ariooh brought in Daniel 
hoforo tho king in hasto, and said 
thus unto him, I have found a man 
of the onptivos of Judah, that will 
make known unto the king tho inter¬ 
pretation. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whoso name was Bolteshazzar, 
Art thou able to make known unto 
me the dream which I have seen, and 
the interpretation tboroof? 

27 Duniel answered in the presence 
of tho king, and said, Tho eeoret 
whioh tho king hath demanded can¬ 
not the wise men, the astrologers, the 
magioians, the soothsayers, show onto 
the king ; 

28 But there is a God in heaven 
that revealeth seorets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar 
what shall bo in the latter days. Thy 
dream, and the visions of thy head 
upon thy bod, are these; 

29 As for theo, 0 king, thy thoughts 
oaroo into thy mind upon thy bed, 
what should come to pass hereaftor; 
and he that revoaloth seorots maketh 
known to toee what shall oomo to pass. 

30 But as for me, this eeoret is not 
rovealed to me for any wisdom that 
I have more than any liviog, but for 
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their sakos that shall make ktown 
the interpretation to tho king, and 
that thou mightest know tho thoughts 
of thy heart. 

31 Thou, 0 king, sawesl, and be¬ 
hold a great image. This great image, 
whose brightness was excellent, stood 
before thee; and the form thereof 
was terrible. 

32 This image's head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of sil¬ 
ver, his belly and his thighs of brass, 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 

34 Thou sawest till that a stone was 
cutout without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron 
and clay, and brake them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, bro¬ 
ken to pieces together, and became 
like the chaff of the summer thresh¬ 
ing-floors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no placo was found 
for them ; and the stone that smote 
tho image became a great mountain, 
and filled tho whole oartb. 

36 This is the dream; &Dd we will 
tell lho interpretation thereof hefore 
the king. 

37 Thou, 0 king, art a king of kings; 
for the God of heaven bath given 
theo a kingdom, power, and strength, 
aDd glory. 

38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the heaven hath he 
given into Lhiue hand, and hath made 
thee ruler over them all. Thou art 
this head of gold. 

39 And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and anothor 
third kingdom of brasB, whioh shall 
boar rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall 
bo Btrong as iron; forasmuoh as iron 
broaketb in pieces and subdueth all 
things ; and as iron that breaketb all 
thoso, shall it break in pieoe9 and 
bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawost the 
feet and loeB, part of potters’ olay, 
and part of iron, the kingdom shall 
bo divided; but there shall he in it 
of tho strength of the iron, foras- 
muoh as thou sawest lho iron mixed 
with miry olay. 

42 And as tho toes of the foot were 
part of iron, and part of olay, so the

kingdom shall bo partly strong, and 
partly brokon. 

43 And whoreas thou sawcst iron 
mixed with miry clay, they shall 
mingle themselves with tho seod of 
men; hot they Bhall not cleave one 
to another, even as iron is not mixed 
with day. 

44 And in the days of these kings 
shall the Ood of heaven set up a 
kingdom, which shall never be de¬ 
stroyed; and tho kingdom shall not 
be left to other people, but it shall 
break in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. 

45 Fornsmuoh as thou sawcst that 
the stone was cut out of the moun¬ 
tain without hands, and that it hrako 
in pieces the iron, tho brass, the clay, 
the silver, and the gold; the great 
God hath made known to the king 
what shall come to pass hereafter; 
and tho dream is certain, and the in¬ 
terpretation thereof sure. 

46 Then the kiDg Nebuchadnezzar 
fell npon his face, and worshipped 
Daniel, and commanded that they 
should offer no oblation and sweet 
odours unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, Of a truth it is, that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and a revealer of secrets, seeing 
thou oouldest reveal this secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a 
great man, and he gavo him many 
great gifts, and mado him ruler over 
the whole province of Babylon, and 
ohief of the governors over all the 
wise men of Babylon. 

49 Then Daniel requested of the 
king, and he set Shadrach, Meshaoh, 
and Abed-nego, over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon ; but Daniel sat 
in the gate of the kiug. 

CHAPTER XII. 

JVr ibuchadneuar dedicatelh a golden image — 

Shadrach, Aleahach, and Abed-nego art 

accused — Ood deliver eth them out of the 

furnace. 

EBUCIIADNEZZAK tho king 
made an image of gold, whose 
height was three-soore oubits, and the 
breadth thereof six oubits; ho set it 
up iu the plain of Dura, in the pro¬ 
vince of Babylon. 

2 Then Nobuohadnezzar the king 
sent to gather together the prinoes, 
the governors, and the aaptains, the 
judges, the treasurers, the counsel¬ 


lors, tho sheriffs, and all the rulers 
of the provinces, to come to tbo dedi¬ 
cation of the imago which Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar the king had set up. 

3 Then tho princes, the governors, 
and captains, the judges, the trea¬ 
surers, tbo counsellors, the sheriffs, 
and all the rulers of the provinces, 
were gathered together umo the dedi¬ 
cation of tho image that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar the king had set up ; and they 
stood before the image that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar had set up. 

4 Then a herald cried aloud, To 
you it is commanded, 0 people, na¬ 
tions. and languages, 

5 That at what time yc hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sock- 
but, psaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds 
of music, ye fall down and worship 
the golden image that Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar the king hath set up: 

6 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour be 
cast iuto the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the sound of the cor¬ 
net, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and 
all kinds of music, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages, fell down 
and w orshipped tho golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar tho king had set up. 

8 Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans came near, and acoused 
the Jews. 

9 They spako and said to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, 0 kiug, live for ever. 

10 Tbou, 0 king, hast made a de¬ 
cree, that every man that shall hear 
the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and 
all kinds of musio, shall fall down and 
worship the golden image; 

11 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth, that he should be oast 
into the midst of a burning fiery fur- 
naoe. 

12 There are certain Jews whom 
thou hast set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego; these men, 
0 king, have not regarded thee; they 
serve not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set 
up. 

13 Then Nebuohaduezzar in his rage 
and fury commanded to bring Sha- 
draoh, Meshaoh, and Abed-nego, 
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Then they brought these men before 
the king. 

14 Nebuohadnezzar spake and said 
onto them, Is it true, 0 Shadrach, 
Meehach, and Abed-nego? do not 
ye servo my gods, nor worship the 
golden image which I have set up? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet, 
Ante, harp, saokbut, psaltery, and 
dulcimer, and all kinds of musio, ye 
fall down and worship the image 
which I have made; well; but if ye 
worship not, yc shall be cast the same 
hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who is that God that 
shall deliver you out of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meshaoh, and Abed- 
nego, answered and said to the king, 
0 Nebuohadnozz&r, wo are not careful 
to answer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom wo 
Bcrvo is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver us out of thine hand, 0 king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, 0 king, that we will not serve 
thy gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

19 Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of 
fury, and the form of his visage was 
changed against Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Ahed-nego; therefore he snake, 
and commanded that they snould 
heat tho furnace ono seven times 
more than It was wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that wore in his army 
to bind Shadrach, Meshaoh, and 
Abed-nego, and to cast them into the 
burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in 
their ooats, their hosen, and their hats, 
and thoir other garments, and wore 
oast into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnaoe. 

22 Therefore because tho king’s 
commandment was urgent, and the 
furnace oxoeeding hot, the flame of 
the fire slew those men that took up 
Shadrach, Meshaoh, and Abed-nego. 

23 And those three'men, Shadrach, 
Meshaoh, and Abcd-nogo, foil down 
bound into the midst of tho burning 
fiery furnace. 

24 Then Nehuchadnozzar tho king 
was astonied, and rose up in haste, 
and spake, and said unto his coun¬ 
sellors, Did not wo cast three men 


bound into the midst of the lire? 
They answered and said anto the 
king, True, 0 king. 

25 Ho answered and said, Lo, I 
see four men loose, walking in the 
midst of the fire, and they have do 
hurt; and the form of tho fourth is 
like the Son of God. 

26 Then Nebuchadnezzar oaino near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery fur¬ 
naoe, and spake, and said, Shadrsoh, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye servants 
of the most high j3od, come forth, 
and come hither. Then Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, came forth 
of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
oaptains, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had 
no powor, nor was a hair of their 
head singed, neither wore their coats 
changed, nor the smell of fire bad 
passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, and 
said, Blessed be the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath 
sent his angel, and delivered his ser¬ 
vants that trusted in him, and have 
changed tho king's word, and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve 
nor worship any god, except their 
own God. 

29 Therefore I make a decreo, That 
every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against 
the Qcd of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall be out in piecos, 
and their houses shall be made n 
dunghill; bcoause there is no other 
God that can delivor after this sort. 

30 Then the king promoted Sha¬ 
drach, Meshaoh, and Abed-nego, in 
the provinco of Bahylon. 

CHAPTKR IV. 

Nebuchudnet tar's dream—Daniel inttrprel- 
tih it—TJit ttnry of the toenL 
EBUCIIADNEZZAR the king, 
unto all people, nations, and 
languages that dwell in all the earth; 
Peace be multiplied unto you. 

2 I thought it good to show the 
signs and wonders that tho high God 
hath wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his signs I and how 
mighty are his wonders! his king¬ 
dom is an ovcrlasting kingdom, and 
his dominion is from generation to 
generation. 
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4 I Nebuohadnetzar was at rest in 
mine house, and flourishing in my 
pa'aoe; 

6 I saw a dream which made mo 
aft aid, and the thoughts upon my bed 
and the visions of my head troubled 
me. 

0 Therefore made I a decree to 
hring in all the wise men of Babylon 
before me, that they might mako 
known nnto me the interpretation of 
the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicianB, the 
astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers; and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not make 
known nnto me the interpretation 
thereof. 

8 But at the last Daniel came in 
before me, whose name was Belle- 
shazzar, according to the name of my 
god, and in whom is tbe spirit of the 
holy gods; and before hifb I told the 
dream, saying, 

9 0 Belteshazzar, master of the ma¬ 
gicians, because I know that the 
spirit of tbe holy gods is in thee, and 
no secret tronbleth thee, tell me the 
visions of my dream that I have seen, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mino 
head in my bed; I saw, and behold a 
treo in the midst of the earth, and the 
height thereof was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto 
heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
end of all the earth ; 

12 The leaveB thereof were fair, and 
the froit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all; the beasts of the field 
had shadow nndor it, and the fowls 
of the heaven dwelt in the boughs 
thereof, and all flesh was fed of it. 

13 I saw in the visions of my head 
upon my bed, and, behold, a watcher 
and a holy one came down from 
heaven; 

14 He oried aloud, and said thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut off his 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter his fruit; let the beasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches; 

16 Nevertheless,, leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field; and let. it bo wet 
with tho dew of heaven, and let his 


portion be with the beasts in the 
grass of the earth ; 

10 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and let a boast’s heart be given 
unto him ; and let seven times pass 
over him. 

17 This matter is by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by the 
word of the holy ones; to the intent 
that tho living may know that the 
Most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will, and setteth up over it the Vasest 
of men. 

18 This dream I king Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, 0 
Belteshazzar, declare tbe interpreta¬ 
tion thereof, forasmuch as all the wiso 
men of my kingdom are not able to 
make known unto me the interpreta¬ 
tion ; but thou artahlo; for the spirit 
of the holy gods is in thee. 

19 Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one 
hour, and his thoughts (rouhled him. 
The king snake, and said, Belteshaz¬ 
zar, let not the dream, or tbe inter¬ 
pretation thereof, trouble thee. Bclte- 
shazzar answered and said, My lord, 
the dream be to them that hate thee, 
and the interpretation thereof to thine 
enemies. 

20 Tbe tree that thou sawest, which 
grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and the 
sight thereof to nil the earth ; 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all; under which the beasts 
of tho field dwelt, and upon whose 
branches tho fotvls of the heaven had 
their habitation; 

22 It is thou, 0 king, that art grown 
and become strong ; for thy greatness 
is growD, and resoheth unto heaven, 
and thy dominion to the end of tho 
earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and a holy one coming down 
from heaven, and saying, Hew the 
tree down, and destroy it; yet leave 
the stump of the roots thereof in the 
earth, even with a band of iron and 
brass, in the Condor grass of the field; 
and let it be wet with the dew of 
heaven, and let bis portion bo with 
tho beasts of tho field, till seven times 
pass over him ; 

21 This is tbe interpretation, 0 
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king, and this is tho decree of the 
Most High, whioh is como upon my 
lord the king; 

25 That they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling Bhall bo with 
the beasts of tho field, and they shall 
make thee to oat grass aa oxen, and 
they shall wet thee with the dew of 
heaven, and seven times shall pass 
over thoe, till thou know that the 
Most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will. 

26 And whereas they oommanded 
to leave the stump of the tree roots; 
thy kingdom shall be sure unto thee, 
after that thou shalt have known 
that the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, 0 king, let my oounsel 
be acceptable unto thoe, and break 
off thy sins by righteousness, and 
thine iniquities by showing meroy to 
the poor; if it may be a lengthening 
of thy tranquillity. 

2S All this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palaoe of the kingdom 
of Babylon. 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not 
this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by tho 
might of my power, and for the honour 
of my majusty ? 

31 While the word was in the king's 
mouth, there fell a voice from heaven, 
Baying, 0 king Nebuchadnezzar, to 
thee il is spoken; The kingdom is 
doparled from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the boasts of the field; they shall 
make tbee to eat grass as oxon, and 
seven limes shall pass over thee, until 
tbou know that the Most High ruleth 
in the kingdom of men, and givoth it 
to whomsoever he will. 

33 Tho same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Nebuohadnozzar; aod 
he was driven from men, and did oat 
grass ab oxon, and bis body wns wet 
with the dew of hoaven, till bis hairs 
wore grown like eagles’ fouthors, and 
his nails like birds’ olaws. 

34 And ut the oud of the days I 
Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes 
unto liuavcn, and mine understand¬ 
ing returned unto me, and I blessed 
tho Most Iiigb, and I praised and 


honoured him that llveth for ever, 
whose dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, and his kingdom is from 
generation to generation; 

35 And all the inhabitants of the 
earth arc reputed as nothing; and he 
doeth according to bis will in the 
army of heaven, and among the in¬ 
habitants of the earth; and noneoan 
stay his hand, or say unto him, What 
doest thou 7 

36 At the same time my reason re¬ 
turned unto me ; and for the glory of 
my kingdom, mine honour and bright¬ 
ness returned unto me; and my coun¬ 
sellors and my lords sought unto me; 
and I was established in my kingdom, 
and excellent majesty was added unto 
me. 

37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honour the King of 
heavon, all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment; and those 
that walk in pride heisablo to abase. 

CHAPTER V. 

Belshazzar’s impious feast—A handwriting 
on the wall—Daniel interpreieth the 
writing. 

B ELSHAZZAR the king made a 
great feast to a thousand of his 
lords, and drank wine before the 
tbousand. 

2 Belshazzar, whilo he tasted the 
wine, commanded to bring the golden 
aud silver vessels whioh his father 
Nebuohadnezzar had taken out of the 
temple which was in Jerusalem ; that 
the king and his prinoes, his wives and 
his concubines, might drink therein. 

3 Then they brought the golden 
vcssols that were taken out of the 
temple of tho bouse of God whioh was 
at Jerusalem ; and the king and his 
princes, his wives and bis conouhinos, 
drank in them. 

4 They drank wine, and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, 
of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

5 In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the oandlestiok upon the 
plastor of the wall of the king’s 
palace ; and the king saw the part 
of the hand that wrote. 

6 Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees Binote one 
against another. 
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7 The king cried aloud to bring in | 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and 
the soothsayers. And the king spake, 
and said to the wise men of Babylon, 
Whosoever shall read this writing, 
and show me the interpretation 
thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, 
and have a ohain of gold about his 
neck, and shall be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king's wise 
men; but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the king 
the interpretation thereof. 

0 Then was king Bolshazzar greatly 
troubled, and hiB countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were 
astonied. 

10 Now the queen, by reason of tho 
words of the king and his lords, caino 
into the banquet house ; and the queen 
spake and said, 0 king, live for ever; 
let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor 
let thy countenance be changed; 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom, 
in whom i9 the spirit of the holy 
gods; and in the days of thy father 
light and understanding and wisdom, 
like the wisdom of the gods, was 
found in him; whom the king Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar thy father, the king, I 
say, thy father, made master of tho 
magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, 
and soothsayers; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and showing 
of hard sentences, and dissolving of 
doubts, were found in the same Daniel, 
whom the king named Belteshazzar ; 
now let Daniel be called, and he will 
show the interpretation. 

13 Then was Daniel brought in 
before the king. And the king spake 
and said unto Daniel, Art thou that 
Daniel, which art of the children of 
theoaptivity of Judah, whom the king 
my father hrought out of Jewry? 

14 I have even hoard of thee, that 
the spirit of the gods is in thee, and 
that light and understanding and ox- 
oellent wisdom is found in thee. 

16 And now the wise men, the 
astrologers, have heen brought in be¬ 
fore me, that they should read this 
writing, and mako known unto me 
the interpretation thoreof; but they 
could not show the interpretation of 
the thing; 


16 And I have heard of thee, that 
thou canst make interpretations, and 
dissolve doubts; now if thou canst 
read the writing, and make known to 
mo the interpretation thereof, thou 
shall he clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about thy neok, and 
shall be the third ruler in Lhe kingdom. 

17 Then Daniel auswered and said 
bofore the king, Let thy gifts be to 
thyself, and give thy rewards to an¬ 
other; yet I will read tho writing 
unto the king, and make known to 
him the interpretation. 

18 0 thou king, the most high God 
gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a 
kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and 
honour; 

19 And for the majesty that ho 
gave him, all people, nations, and 
languages, trembled and feared be¬ 
fore him; whom he would he slew; 
and whom he would he kept alive; 
and whom he would he set up; and 
whom ho would he put down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
nnd his mind hardened in pride, lie 
was deposed from his kingly throne, 
and they took his glory from him ; 

21 And he was driven from the sons 
of men ; and his heart was made like 
the beasts, and his dwelling was with 
the wild asses: they fed him with 
grass like oxen, and his body was 
wet with the dew of heaven ; till he 
knew that the most high God ruled 
in Lhe kingdom of men, and that he 
appointeth over it whomsoever ho will. 

22 And thou his son, 0 Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; 

23 But bast lifted up thyself againsl 
the Lord of heaven; and they have 
brought the vessels of his house be¬ 
fore thee, and thou and thy lords, 
thy wives and thy oononbines, havo 
drunk wine in them ; and thou hast 
praised the gods of silver, and gold, 
of brass, iron, wood, and stone, which 
see not, nor hear, nor know; and tbe 
God in whose hand thy breath is, and 
whose are all thy ways, bast thon not 
glorified ; 

24 Then was tho part of the hand 
sent from him ; and this writing was 
written. 

25 And this is the writing that was 
written, MENE, MKNE, TEKEL, 
UPIIATISIN. 
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26 This ia the interpretation of the 
thing; MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 

27 TEKEL; Thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found wanting. 

28 UPHARSIN; Thy kingdom is 
divided, and given to the Modes and 
Persians. 

29 Then commanded Belshazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, 
and put a chain of gold about his 
neck, and made a proclamation oon- 
ooruing him, that he should be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of thu Chaldeans slain. 

31 And Darius the Median took tho 
kingdom, being about three-score and 
two years old. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Daniel is made chief of the presidents—An 

idolatrous decree — Daniel, accused, is cast 

into the linn's den—Daniel is saired—His 

adversaries devoured. 

T pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom a hundred and twenty 
princes, which should be ovor Lhe 
whole kingdom; 

2 And over those three presidents; 
of whom Daniel was first; that the 
princes might givo accounts unto 
them, and the king should havo no 
damage, 

3 Then this Daniel was preforred 
above tho presidents and princes, 
because an cxocllcnt spirit was in 
him; and tho king thought to sot him 
ovor the whole realm. 

4 Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Dunicl 
ooncorning the kingdom; but they 
could find nono oacasion nor fault; 
forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was thore anj orror or fault found in 
him. 

6 Then said those men, Wo shall 
not find any ocoasion against this 
Daniel, except wo find it against him 
eonoerning the law of his God. 

6 Then thoso prosidonls and princes 
assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Darius, live 
for ever. 

7 All Lhe presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the prinoos, tho 
counsellors, and the captains, have 
oouBulted together to establish a royal 
statute, and to mako a firm decree, 
that whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for thirty days, save 


of thee, 0 king, he shall be oaet Into 
the den of lions. 

8 Now, 0 king, establish the de¬ 
cree, and sign the writing, that it be 
not changed, according to the law of 
the Medcs and Persians, which alter- 
cth not. 

9 Wherefore kiug Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. 

10 Now when Dauicl knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house; and, his windows being open 
in his chamber toward Jerusalem, 
he kneeled upon his knees three 
times a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God, as ho did 
aforetime. 

11 Then those mon assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making 
supplication before his God. 

12 Then they come near, and spake 
beforo tho king concerning the king's 
decree; Hast thou not signed a do- 
orec, that every man that shall ask 
a petition of any God or man within 
thirty days, save of thee, 0 king, 
shall be cast into the den of lions ? 
Tho king answered and said, The 
thing is true, according to tho law 
of Lhe Medes and Persians, which 
altcrcth not. 

13 Then answered they and said 
before tho king, That Daniel, which 
is of tho children of the captivity of 
Judah, regardeth not thee, 0 king, 
nor Lhe dccroo that thou h&Bt signed, 
but innkclh his pclition three times 
a day. 

14 Then tho king, when he heard 
those words, was sore displeased with 
himself, and set his heart on Daniel to 
deliver him ; and he laboured till the 
going down of the sun to deliver him. 

15 Then those men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, 0 king, that the law of the 
Medcs and Persians is, That no 
decree nor statute which the kiDg 
established may be changed. 

16 Then tho king commanded, and 
they brought Daniol, and oast him 
into tho den of lions. Now the king 
spako and said unto Daniel, Thy God 
whom thou eervest oontiuually, he 
will deliver thco. 

17 And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon Lhe mouth of tho don; and 
the king scaled it with his own sig- 
not, and with the signet of his lords; 
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CHAPTER YD. 

DanieVa vision of four beasts—Of God’s 
kingdom—The interpretation thereof 
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that thepurpose might not be changed I 
concerning Daniel. 

18 Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the night fasting; neither 
were instruments of music brought 
before him; and his sleep went from 
him. 

19 Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, 
he cried with a lamentable voice unto 
Daniel; and the king spake and said 
to Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of the 
living God, is thy God, whom thou 
servest continually, able to deliver 
thco from the lions ? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
0 king, live for ever. 

22 My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’mouths, that 
they have not hurt me ; forasmuch as 
before him innocency was found in 
me; and also hefore thee, 0 king, 
have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the kiDg exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they should take Daniel up out of the 
den. So Daniel was taken up out of 
(he den, and no manner of hurt wa3 
found upon him, because he believed 
in his God. 

24 And the king commanded, and 
they brought those men which had 
accused Daniel, and they cast them 
into the den of lions, them, their 
children, and their wives; and the 
lions had the mastery of them, and 
brake all their bones in pieces or ever 
they came at the bottom of the den. 

25 Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace be 
multiplied unto you. 

26 I make a decree, That in every 
dominion of thy kingdom men trem¬ 
ble and fear before the God of Dan¬ 
iel; for he is the living God, and 
steadfast for ever, and his kingdom 
that whioh shall not he destroyed, and 
his dominion shall be even unto the 
end. 

27 He delivereth and resouetk, and 
he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath deliver¬ 
ed Daniel from the power of the lions. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the 
reign of Darius, ana in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 


I N the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon, Daniel had a dream 
and visions of his head upon his bed; 
then he wrote the dream, and told the 
sum of the matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in 
my vision by night, and, behold, the 
four winds of the heaven strove upon 
the great sea. 

3 And four great beasts came up from 
the sea, diverse one from another. 

4 The first was like a lion, and had 
eagle’s wings ; I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was 
lifted up from the earth, and made 
stand upon the feet as a man, and a 
man's heart was given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a 
second, like to a bear, and it raised 
up itself on one side, and it had three 
ribs in the mouth of it hetween the 
teeth of it; and they said thus unto 
it,-Arise, devour much Qesh. 

C After this I beheld, and lo another, 
like a leopard, which had upon the 
back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and do¬ 
minion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong ci 
ccedingly; and it had great iron 
teeth; it devoured and brake in 
pieces, and stamped the residue with 
the feet of it; and it was diverse from 
all the beasts that were before it; and 
it had ten horns. 

3 I considered the horns, and, be¬ 
hold, there came up among them 
another little horn, before whom there 
wore three of the first horns plucked 
up by the roots; and, behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of man, 
and a mouth speaking great things. 

9 I beheld till the thrones were caBt 
down, and the Ancient of days did 
sit, whose garment was white as snow, 
and the hairof his head like the pure 
wool; bis throne was like the fiery 
flame,and his wheels as burning fire. 

10 A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him; thousand 
thousands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand timos ten thousand 
stood before him; the judgment wai 
set, and the books were opened. 
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11 I heheld then, hecause of the 
voioo of the great words which tho 
horn spake; I beheld even till the heast 
was slain, and his body destroyed, and 
given tc tho burning flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion taken 
away ; yet their lives were prolonged 
for a season and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came to 
the Ancient of days, and they brought 
him near before him, 

14 And thcro was given him do¬ 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom,that 
all people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him ; his dominion is an 
everlasting doiniuion, which shall 
not pass away, and his kingdom that 
which shall not be destroyed. 

15 I Daniel was grieved in my spirit 
in the midst of my body, and the 
visions of my head Lroublcd me. 

16 I came near unto one of them 
that stood hy, and asked him the 
truth of all this. So ho told me, and 
mado mo know the interpretation of 
the things. 

17 These great beasts, whioh are 
four, are four kings, which shall arise 
out of the earth. 

18 Cut the saints of the Most High 
shall take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth of 
(ho fourth boast, which was diverso 
from all the others, exceeding dread¬ 
ful, whose teeth were of iron, aud bis 
nails of brass; whioh devoured, 
hrake in nieces, and stamped tho 
residue with his feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were 
in his head, and of the other which 
oauie up, and before whom threo fell; 
oven of that horn that had eyes, and 
a mouth that spake very great things, 
whose look was more stout than his 
follows. 

21 1 hohcld, and (ho same horn 
made war with the saints, and pre¬ 
vailed against thorn; 

22 Until the Anoienl of days oauie, 
and Judgment was given to the saiute 
of the Most High; and the timooame 
that tho saints possessed tho kingdom. 

23 Thus he said, The fourth heast 
shall be the fourth kingdom upon 
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earth, which shall be diverse from all 
kingdoms, and shall devour tho whole 
earth, and 6hall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

24 And tho ten horns out of this 
kingdom aro ten kings that shall arise; 
and another shall rise after them; and 
he shall be diverso from the first, and 
he shall subdue three kings. 

25 And he shall speak great words 
against the Most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of tho Most High, 
and think to change times and laws; 
and they shall be given into his hand 
until a time and times and the divid¬ 
ing of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy it unto tho end. 

27 And tho kingdom and dominion, 
and tho greatness of the kingdom 
under tho whole heaven, shall be 
given to the people oi the saintB of 
the Most High, whose kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all domin 
ions shall serve and obey him. 

28 Hitherto is the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitation? 
much troubled me, and my oonnte- 
nanco changed in me; but I kept the 
matter in my heart. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

DanieVt visum of the ram and he goat—The 
two thousand three hundred days—Gabriel 
comforteth Daniel, and interprdeih the 
visum. 

I N the third year of the reign of 
king Dolshazzar a vision appeared 
unto me, even unto me Daniel, after 
that which appeared unto me at the 
first. 

2 And I saw in a vision; and it oame 
to pass, when I saw, that I was at 
Shushan in the palooe, whioh i9 in the 
province of Elam ; and I saw in a 
vision, and I was by the river of Ulai. 
3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, tnere stood hefore 
tbo river a ram which had two horns; 
and tho two horns were high; but one 
was higher thaD the other, and the 
higher oame up last. 

4 I saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so 
that no beasts might stand before him, 
neither was there any that oould de¬ 
liver out of his baud ; hut he did ao- 
oording to his will, aod became great. 

5 And as I was considering, behold, 
a he goat came from the west on the 
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face of the wholo earth, and touched 
not the ground; and the goat had a 
notable horn between his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that hud 
two horns, which I had seen standing 
hefore the river, and ran unto him in 
the fury of his power. 

7 And I saw him come close unto the 
ram, and he was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the ram, and 
brake hia two hurna; and there was 
no power in the ram to stand before 
him, but he cast him down to the 
ground, And stamped upon him; and 
there was none that could deliver the 
ram out of his hand. 

8 Therefore tho he goat waxed very 
great; and when he was strong, tho 
great horn was hroken ; and for it 
came up four notable ones toward the 
foor winds of heaven. 

9 And out of one of them came forth 
a little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great, toward the south, and toward 
the east, and toward the pleasant land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the 
host of heaven; and it cast down some 
of the host and of tho stars to the 
groimd, and stamped upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnified himself even 
to tho prince of the host, and hy him 
the daily sacrifice was taken away, 
and the place of his sanctuary was 
oast down. 

12 And a host was given him against 
the daily sacrifice by reason of trans¬ 
gression, and it cast down the truth 
to the ground ; and it practised, and 
prospered. 

13 Then I heard one saint speaking, 
and another saint said unto that cer¬ 
tain saint whieh spake, How long shall 
be the vision concerning the daily sac¬ 
rifice, and the transgression of deso- | 
lation, to give both the sanctuary and 
the host to be trodden under foot ? 

14 And he said unto me. Unto two 
thousand and three hundred days; 
then shall tho sanctuary bo cleansed. 

15 And it came to pass, when I, even 
I Daniel, had seen the vision, and 
sought for the meaning, then, hehold, 
there Btood hefore me as the appear¬ 
ance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man’s voice be¬ 
tween the banks of Ulai, which called, 
and said, Gahriel, make this man to 
understand the vision. 

17 So he came near where I stood: 


and when he catnc, I was afraid, and 
fell upon my face; bnt he said unto 
mo, Understand, 0 sod of man ; for at 
the time of the end shall be the vision. 

18 Now as he was speaking with 
me, I was in a deep sleep on my face 
toward the ground ; but he touched 
me, and set me upright. 

19 And he said, Behold, I will make 
thee know what shall be ir. the lap» 
end of the indignation ; for at the time 
appointed the end shall be. 

20 The ram which thou sawest bav 
ing two horns are the kings of Media 
and Persia. 

21 And the rough goat is the king 
of Grccia; and the great horn that is 
between his eyes is the first king. 

22 Now that heing hroken, whereas 
four stood up for it, four kingdom- 
shall stand np ont of the nation, hut 
not in his power. 

23 And in the latter time of Ibeii 
kingdom, when the transgressors arc 
come to the fall, a king of fierce conn 
tenance, and understanding dark sen 
fences, shall stand up. 

24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power; and In 
shall destroy wonderfully, and shail 
prosper, and practise, and shall de¬ 
stroy the mighty and the holy pc>j>l-. 

25 And through his policy also h< 
shall cause craft to prosper in h. 
hand; and he shall magnify himsol! 

i in his heart, and by peace shall dr- 
| stroy many; he shall also stand up 
against the Prince of princes: but hr 
shall be broken without hand. 

26 And the vision of the evening ami 
1 the morning which was told is true: 

wherefore shut thou up the vision . 
for it shall be for many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, ai d wn? 
sick certain days; afterward I rose 
up, and did the king’s business; and 
I was astonished at the vision, bul 
none understood it. 

CHAPTER IX 

Daniel prayeih for the restoration of Jcru 
talrm—The seemly uxtks. 

N the first year of Darius the son 
of Abasuerus, of the seed of the 
Medes, which was made king over the 
realm of the Chaldeans; 

2 In the first year of his reign, I 
Daniel understood by books the num¬ 
ber of the years, whereof the word of 
the Lord came to Jeremiah the pro- 
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pbet, that he would accomplish scven- 
i y years id the desolations of Jeru¬ 
salem. 

3 And I set my facu unlo the Lord 
God, to seek by prayer and eupplica- 
lions, with fasting, and sackcloth, and 
ashes; 

4 And I prayed unto the Lord my 
God, and made my confession, and 
said, 0 Lord, the great and dreadful 
Gud, keeping the covenant and meroy 
to them that love him, and to them 
that keep his commandments; 

5 We have sinned, and have com¬ 
mitted iniquity, and havo done wick- 
odly, and havo rebelled, even by de¬ 
parting from thy precepts and from 
thy judgments • 

6 Noilhor havo we hearkened unto 
thy sorvante the prophets, which spake 
in thy namo to our kings, our princes, 
and our fathers, and to all tho people 
of the land. 

7 0 Lord, righteousness belongclh 
unto tboe, but unto us confusion of 
laces, as at this day; to tho men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, and unto all Israel, that are 
near, and that are far off, through all 
the countries whithor thou hast driven 
them, because of their trespass that, 
they have trespassed against thee. 

8 0 Lord, to us bclongeth confusion 
of face, to our kings, to our prinoes, 
and to our fathers, because wc havo 
sinned against thco. 

9 To the Lord our God holong mer¬ 
cies and forgivenesses, though we have 
rebolled against him; 

10 Neither have wo obeyed tho voice 
of tho Lord our God, to walk in his 
laws, which ho set before ub by his 
servants the prophets. 

11 Yoa, all Israel have transgressed 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice; thereforo 
the curse is poured upon us, and the 
oath that is written in the law of 
Moses the servant of God, beoauso wo 
have sinned against him. 

12 And ho hath confirmed his words, 
which ho spake against us, and against 
our judges that judgod us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil; for under tho 
wuolo hoaven hath not been dono as 
hath boon dono upon Jerusalem. 

13 As it is written in the law of 
Mobos, all this ovil is come upon us; 
yet inado wo not our prayer bofuro 
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tho Lord our God, thnt we might 
turn from our iuiquitics, and under¬ 
stand thy truth. 

M There hath the Lord watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon 
us ; for the Lord our God is righteous 
in all his works which ho doeth ; for 
wo obeyed not his voice. 

15 And now, 0 Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy pcoplo forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty 
band, and hast gotten thee renown, 
as at this day; wo have sinned, we 
havo dono wickedly. 

10 0 Lord, according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, let 
thine anger and thy fury be turned 
away from thy city Jerusalem, thy 
holy mountain; hecausc for our sins, 
and for tho iniquities of our fathers, 
Jerusalem and tny people are beoome 
a reproach to all that aro about us. 

17 Now therefore, 0 our God, hear 
tho prayer of thy servant, and his 
supplioations, and oauso thy faco to 
shine upon thy sanctuary that is doso- 
latc, for the Lord’s sake, 

13 0 my God, inelino thine ear, and 
hour; open thine eyes, and behold 
our desolations, and the city whioh 
is called by thy name; for we do not 
present our supplications before thee 
for our righteousnesses, but for thy 
groat mercies. 

19 0 Lord, hear; 0 Lord, forgive; 
0 Lord, hearken and do; defer not, 
for thine own sake, 0 my God ; for 
thy city and thy people are oalled by 
thy name. 

20 And while I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and 
the sin of my people Israel, and pre¬ 
senting my supplication before the 
Lord my God for tho holy mountain 
of my God ; 

21 Yea, while I was speaking in 
prayer, oven the man Gabriel, whom 
I had seen in the vision at the be¬ 
ginning, being caused to fly swiftly, 
touohed me about the lime of the 
evening oblation. 

22 And ho informed me, and talked 
with mo, and said, 0 Daniel, I am 
now coino forth to give thee skill and 
understanding. 

23 At tho beginning of thy suppli¬ 
cations I ho ooinmandment oarao forth, 
and I am como to show thee; for 
thou art greatly bclovod; therefore 
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anderslhnd the matter, and consider 
the vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined 
ojjon thy people and upon thy holy 
oily, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sine, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, 
and to seal up the vision and prophecy, 
and to anoint the Most Holy. 

25 Know therefore and understand, 
that from the going forth of the com¬ 
mandment to restore and to build 
Jerusalem, unto the Messiah the 
Prince, shall be Beven weeks, and 
three-BCore and two weeks; the street 
shall he built again, and the wall, 
even in tronhlous times. 

26 And after three-score and two 
weeks shall Messiah be out off, hut 
not for himself; and the people of 
the prince that shall come shall de¬ 
stroy the city and the sanctuary; and 
the end thereof shall he with a flood, 
and unto the end of the war desola¬ 
tions are determined. 

27 And he shall confirm the cove¬ 
nant with many for one week; and 
in the midst of the week he shall 
oause the sacrifice and the oblation 
to cease, and for the overspreading 
of abominations he shall make it deso¬ 
late, even until the consummation, 
and that determined shall be poured 
upon the desolate. 

CHAPTER X. 

Daniil tce'h a vision—He u comforted, by the 
angel. 

N the third year of Cyrus king of 
Persia a thing was revealed unto 
Daniel, whoso name was called Bel- 
teshftzzar; and the thing was true, 
hut the time appointed was long: and 
he understood the thing and had un¬ 
derstanding of the vision. 

2 In those days I Daniel was mourn¬ 
ing three full weeks. 

3 I ate no pleasant bread, neither 
came flesh nor wine in my mouth, 
neither did I anoint myself at all, 
till three whole weeks wore fulfilled. 

4 And in the four and twentieth 
day of the first month, as I was by 
the side of the great river, which is 
Hiddokel; 

5 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked, and behold a certain man 
clothed in linen, whose loins were 
girded with fine gold of Uphaz; 


0 His body also was like the beryl, 
and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lamps of 
fire, and his arms and bis feet like in 
colour to polished brass, and the voice 
of his wordB like the voice of a mul 
titude. 

7 And I Daniel alone saw the vision; 
for the men that were with me saw 
not the vision ; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, so that they fled to 
hide tnemselvcB. 

8 Therefore I was left alone, and 
saw this great vision, and there ro 
mained no strength in me; for uiy 
comeliness was turned in me into cor 
ruption, and I retained no strength. 

9 Yet heard I the voice of his word*; 
and when I heard the voice of hi* 
words, then was I in a deep sleep on 
my face, and my face toward the 
ground. 

10 And, heboid, a hand touched icr. 
which set me upon my knees and 
upon the palms of my hands. 

'll And said unto me, 0 Daniel, a 
man greatly beloved, understand th* 
words that I speak unto thee, and 
stand upright; for unto thee am 1 
now sent. And when he had spoken 
thiB word unto me, I stood trembling. 

12 Then said he unto me, Fear n<o ( 
Daniel; for from the first day tlni 
thou didst set thine heart to und> r 
stand, and to chasten thyself before 
thy God, thy words were beard, and 
I am come for thy words. 

13 But the priDce of the kingdom of 
Persia withstood me one and tweiWv 
days; but, lo, Michael, one of Hie 
chief princes, came to help me; ami 
I remained there with the kings of 
Persia. 

14 Now I am come to make tln-o 
understand wlint shall befall thy piu 
pie in the latter Jays; for yet the 
vision is for many days. 

15 And when he had spoken such 
words unto me. I set my face toward 
the ground, and I became dumh. 

16 And, behold, one like the simiH 
tude of the sons of men touched my 
lips; (lien I opened my mouth, and 
spnke, uud said unto him that stood 
before me, 0 my lord, by the vision 
my sorrows are turned upon me, end 
I have retained no strength. 

17 For how can the servant of Lbi■ i 
my lord talk with this my lord 7 for 
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an for me, straightway there remained 
do strength in me, neither is there 
breath left in uio. 

18 Then there came again and 
touched tnc one like the Appearance 
of a man, and he strengthened me, 

19 And said, 0 man greatly heloved, 
fear not; pence be unto thee; be 
strong, yea, be strong. And when he 
had spoken unto me, I was strength¬ 
ened, and said, Let my lord speak; 
for thou hast strengthened me. 

20 Then said he, Knowcst thou 
wherefore I come unto Iheo ? and 
now will I return to fight with Lhe 
prince of Persia; and when I am 
gono forth, lo, tho prince of Grecia 
shall come. 

21 But I will show thcc that which 
iB noted in tho Scripture of truth ; and 
there is none that noldeth with mo in 
these things, but Michael your prince. 

CHAPTER XI. 

'Hit overthrow of l'ersia by the king of Gre- 

cia — Leagues and conflicts between the 

kings of the south and of the north. 

LSO I in the first year of Darius 
the Mode, even I, stood to con¬ 
firm and to strengthen him. 

2 And now will I show thee the 
truth, Behold, thero shall stand up 
yet three kings in Persia; and the 
fourth shall be far rioher than they 
all; and by bis strength through his 
riches ho shall stir up all against the 
realm of Grecia. 

3 And a mighty king shall stand 
up, that shnll rule with great domin¬ 
ion, and do according lo hie will. 

4 And when he shall stand up, hie 
kingdom shall bo broken, and shall 
bo divided toward the four winds of 
heaven ; and not to his posterity, nor 
aooording to his dominion which he 
ruled ; for his kingdom shall be pluck¬ 
ed up, even for others besides those. 

5 Anil tho king of the south shall 
be strong, and one of his princes; 
and he shall bo strong above bim, 
and havo dominion ; bis dominion 
shall be a great dominion. 

6 And in the end of years they shall 
join tbomselves togetbor; for the 
king's daughter of the south shall 
coine to the king of tho north to make 
an agreement; but she shall not re¬ 
tain the power of the arm ; neither 
shall ho stand, nor his arm ; but she 
•hall be given up, and they that

brought her, and he that begat her, 
and he that strengthened her in these 
times. 

7 but out of a branch of her roots 
shall ono stand up in his estate, 
which shall come with an army, and 
shall enter into the fortress of the 
king of the north, and shall deal 
against them, and shall prevail; 

8 And shall also carry captives into 
Egypt their gods, with their princes, 
end with thoir precious vessels of 
silver and of gold ; and he shall con¬ 
tinue more years than the king of the 
north. 

9 So the king of the south Bhall 
come into his kingdom, and shall re¬ 
turn into his own land. 

10 But his sons shall be stirred up, 
and shall assemble a multitude of 
great forces; and or e shall certainly 
come, and overflow, ai.d paBS through ; 
then shall he return, and be stirred 
up, even to his fortress. 

11 And tho king ot the south shall 
be moved with cholcr, and shall come 
forth and fight with him, even with 
the king of the north ; and he shall 
set forth a great multitude ; but the 
multitude shall be given into his hand. 

12 And when he hath taken away 
tho multitude, his heart shall bo lifted 
up ; and he shall cast down many ten 
thousands; but ho shall not bo 
strengthened by it. 

13 For the king of tho north shall 
return, aDd Bhall set forth a multitude 
greater than the former, and shall 
certainly oome after certain years 
with a great army and with muoh 
riches. 

14 Aod in those timos there Bhall 
many stand up against the king of 
tho Houth ; also the robbers of thy 
people shall exalt themselves to 
establish the vision ; but they shall fall. 

16 So tho king of the north shall 
come, and oast up a mount, and take 
tho most fenced cities ; and the arms 
of the south shall not withstand, 
neither his chosen people, neither 
shall there be any Btrenglh to with¬ 
stand. 

16 But ho that oomelh against him 
shall do according to his own will, 
and none shall stand before him ; and 
ho shall stand in the gloriouB land, 
which by his band shall be consumed. 

17 He shall also set hiB face to enter 
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with the strength of his whole king¬ 
dom, and upright ones with him; 
thus shall ho do; and he shall give 
him the daughter of women, corrupt¬ 
ing her; but sho shall not stand on 
his side, neither be for him. 

18 After this shall ho turn his faeo 
unto the isles, and shall take many; 
but a prince for his own behalf shall 
cause the reproach oAcred by him to 
cease; without his own reproach he 
shall cause it to turn upon him. 

19 Then he shall turn his face to¬ 
ward the fort of his own land ; but 
he shall stumble and fall, and not be 
found. 

20 Then shall stand up in his estate 
a raisor of taxes in the glory of the 
kingdom; but within few days he 
shall be destroyed, neither in anger, 
□or in battle. 

21 And in his estate shall stand up 
a vilo person, to whom they shall not 
give the honour of the kingdom; but 
he shall oome in peaceably, and obtain 
the kingdom by flatteries. 

22 And with tho arms of a flood 
shall they be overflown from before 
him, and shall be broken; yea, also 
the prinoo of the covenant. 

23 And after tho leaguo made with 
him he shall work deceitfully ; for he 
shall come up, and shall become 
strong with a small people. 

24 He shall enter peaceably evon 
upon the fattest places of the prov¬ 
ince ; and he shall do that which his 
fathers have not done, nor his fathers’ 
fathers; he Bhall scatter among them 
the prey, and spoil, and riches; yea, 
and he shall forecast his devices 
against the strong bolds, even for a 
time. 

25 And he shall stir up his power 
and his courage against the king of 
the south with a great army ; aud tho 
king of the south shall be stirred up 
to battle with a very great and mighty 
army; but he shall not stand ; for (hey 
shall foreoast devices against him. 

26 Yea, they that feed of tho portion 
of his meat shall destroy him, and 
his army shall overflow; and many 
shall fall down slain. 

27 And both these kings’ hearts 
shall bo to do mischief, and they shall 
speak lies at one tabic; hut it shall 
not prosper; for yet tho end shall bo 
at tho time appointed. 


28 Then shall he return into his 
land with great riches; and hiahenrt 
shall be against the holy covenant; 
and he shall do exploits, aud return 
to his own land. 

29 At the lime appointed he shall 
return, and como toward the south; 
but it shall not be as the former, or 
as the latter. 

30 For the ships of Chittim shall 
come against him; therefore he sb ill 
be grieved, and return, and have in¬ 
dignation againsL the boly covenant; 
so shall he do; he shall even return, 
and have intelligence with them tb it 
forsake tho holy covenant. 

31 And arms shall stand on bis part, 
and they shall pollute the sanctuary 
of strength, and shall take away the 
daily sacrifice, and they shall place 
tho abomination that maketh desolate. 

32 And such ns do wickedly against 
the covenant shall be corrupt by flatte¬ 
ries ; but the people that do know their 
God shall be struug, and do exploits. 

33 And they that understand among 
the people shall instruct many; yet 
they shall fall by the sword, and by 
flame, by captivity, and by spoil, 
many days. 

34 Now when they shall fall, they 
shall be holpon with a little help ; 
but many shall cleave to them with 
flatteries. 

35 And some of them of understand¬ 
ing shall fall, to try them, and to 
purge, and to make them white, even 
to the time of the end ; because it is 
yet for a time appointed. 

36 Aud the king shall do according 
lo his will; and he shall exalt him¬ 
self, aud magnify himself above every 

I god, and shall speak marvellous 
things against tbo God of gods, and 
shall prosper till the indignation be 
accomplished ; for that that is de¬ 
termined shall be done. 

37 Neither shall he regard the God 
of his fathers, nor tho desire of 
women, nor regard any god; for ho 
shall magnify himself above all. 

38 But in his estate shall he honour 
tho God of forces ; and a god whom 
his fathers kucw not shall he honour 
with gold, and silver, and with 
precious stones, aud pleasant things. 

39 Thus shall he do in the most 
strong holds with a strange god, 
whom ho shall acknowledge and in' 
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crease with glory ; and ho Bhftll oauflo 
ihcin to rule over ninny, nnd shall 
divide the* land fur gain. 

40 And at the time of the end shall 
the king of the soulh push at him; 
and the king of the north shall come 
against him like a whirlwind, with 
chariots, and with horsemen, and 
with many ships; and ho shall enter 
into tho countries, and shall uvorflow 
ind pass over. 

41 Ho shall cnler also into the 
glcrous land, and many countries 
Bhall be overthrown; but these shall 
escape out of his hand, even Edom, 
and Moub, and the chief of the chil¬ 
dren of Amnion. 

42 lie shall stretch forth his hand 
also upon the countries; and the land 
of Egypt shall not escape. 

43 liut ho shall have power over 
the treasures of gold and of silver, 
and over all the precious things'of 
Egypt; and the Libyans and the 
Ethiopians shall be at his steps. 

44 But tidings out of the east and 
out of tho north shall trouhle him; 
Lhereforo ho shall go forth with great 
fury to destroy, and utterly to make 
away many. 

45 And he shall plant tho taberna¬ 
cles of his pnlaoe between the seas 
in the glorious holy mountain; yot 
ho shall come to his end, and none 
shall holp him. 

CHATTElt XII. 

Michael shall deliver Israel from their trou¬ 
bles—Daniel is informed of the times. 
ND at that time shall Michael 
stand up, the great prince which 
standeth for the children of thy peo¬ 
ple; and ihero shall bo a time of 
trouble, sueh as never was siuoe there 
was a nation ovon lo that same lime; 
and at that time thy pcoplo shall bo 
delivered, every one that shall bo 
found written in tho book. 

2 And many of them that sleep in 
the dust of the earth shall awake, 
■ono to everlasting life, and some 
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to shame and everlasting contempt. 

3 And they that be wise shall shine 
as tho brightness of the firmament; 
and they that turn many to righteous¬ 
ness, ns the stars for ever and over. 

4 Rut Ihou, 0 Daniel, shut up the 
words, and seal the book, even to the 
time of tho eud ; many shall run to and 
fro, and knowledge shall be increased. 

5 Then I Daniel looked, and, behold, 
there stood other two, the one on 
this side of the hank of Ihe river, and 
the other on that side of the bank of 
the river. 

6 And one said to the man clothed 
in linen, which was upon the waters 
of tho river, How long shall it bo to 
Lhe end of these wonders? 

7 And I heard tho man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of 
the river, when he held up his right 
band and his left hand unto heaven, 
aDd sware by him that liveth for over, 
that it shall be for a time, limes, and 
a half; and when ho shall have aooom- 

lished to scatter the power of the 

oly people, all these things shall be 
finished. 

S And I heard, but I understood not; 
then said I, 0 my Lord, what shall 
be the end of these things? 

9 And ho said, Go thy way, Daniel; 
for the words arc closed up and sealed 
till tho time of the end. 

10 Many shall be purified, and made 
white, and tried; but the wicked 
shall do wickedly; and none of the 
wicked shall understand; but the 
wise shall understand, 

11 And from the time that the daily 
sacrifice shall bo taken away, and the 
abomination that muketh desolate 
set up, there shall be a thousand two 
hundred and ninety days. 

12 Blessed is he that waiteth, and 
comoth to the thousand three hundred 
and five and thirty days. 

13 But go thou thy way till the end 
bo; for thou shalt rest, and stand in 
thy lot at the eud of the days. 


HOSEA. 


CHAPTER I. 

God'll judgment for spiritual whoredom — 
The restoration of Judah and Israel. 


T IIE word of the Lord that oamo 
unto llosca, the son of Boori, in 


the days of Uzzinh, Jotbam, Ahaz, 
and Hezckiuh, kings of Judah, and 
in tho days of Jorohoam the son of 
Joash, king of Isrnol. 

2 Tho beginning of the word of the 
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Lord by Hose*. And the Lord said 
to Hosea, Go, take, nnto thee a wife 
of whoredoms and children of whore¬ 
doms; for the land hath committed 
great whoredom, departing from the 
Lord. 

3 So he went and took Gomer the 
daughter of Diblaim; which con¬ 
ceded, and bare him a son. 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Call 
hU name Jezreel; for yet a little 
while, and I will avenge the blood of 
Jezreel upon the house of Jehu, and 
will cause to cease the kingdom of 
the honse of Israel. 

5 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, that I will break the bow of 
Israel in the valley of Jezreel. 

0 And Bhe conceived again, and 
bare a daughter. And God said unto 
him, Call her name Lo-ruhamah; for 
I will no more have mercy upon the 
house of Israel; but I will utterly 
take them away. 

7 Bat I will have mercy upon the 
house of Judah, and will save them by 
the Lord their God, and will not save 
them by bow, nor by sword, nor by 
battle, by horses, nor by horsemen. 

8 Now when she had weaned Lo-ru- 
hainah, she conceived, and bare a son. 

9 Then said God, Call his name Lo- 
ammi; for ye are not my people, and 
I will not be your God. 

10 Yet the number of the children 
of Israel shall bo as the sand of the 
sea, which cannot be measured nor 
nmnbcred; and it shall come to pass, 
that in the place where it was said 
untr them, ye are not my people, 
there it shall be said nnto them, Ye 
are the sons of the living God. 

11 Then shall the children of Judah 
and the children of Israel be gathered 
together, and appoint themselves one 
head, and they shall ootne up oul of 
the land; for great shall be the day 
of Jezreel. 

CIIAPTKR II. 

The idolatry of the people — Judgments 

against them—Promises of reconciliation. 
AY ye unto your brethren, Amini; 
and to your sisters, Huhamah. 

2 Plead with your mother, plead; 
for she is not my wife, neither am I 
her husband; let her therefore put 
away her whoredoms out of her sight, 
and her adulteries from between her 
breasts; 


3 Lest I strip her naked, and set her 
as in the day that she was born, and 
make her as a wilderness, and set hn 
like adry land.and slay her with thirst. 

4 And I will not have mercy upon 
her children; for they he the children 
of whoredoms. 

5 For their mother hath played the 
harlot; she that conceived them hath 
done shamefully; for she said, I will 
go after my lovers, that give me my 
bread and my water, my wool and 
my flax, mine oil and tny drink. 

6 Therefore, behold, I will hedge up 
thy way with thorns, and make u 
wall, that she shall not find her paths. 

7 And she shall follow after her lov 
ers, but she shall not overtake them . 
and she shall seek them, but shall not 
find them; then shall she say, I will 
go and return to my first husband; for 
then was it better with me than now. 

8 For she did not know that I gave 
her corn, and wine, and oil, and mul¬ 
tiplied her silver and gold, which they 
prepared for Baal. 

9 Therefore will I return, and take 
away my corn in the time thereof, 
and my wine in the season thereof, 
and will recover my wool and my 
flax given to cover her nakedness. 

10 And now will I discover her lewd- 
ness iu the sightof her lovers, and none 
shall deliver her out of mine hand. 

11 I will also cause all her mirth to 
cease, her feast days, her new moons, 
and her sabbaths, and all her solemn 
feasts. 

12 And I will destroy ber vines and 
her fig trees, whereof 6he hath said. 
These are ray rewards that my lovers 
have given me; and I will make them 
a forest, and tho beasts of the field 
shall eat them. 

13 And I will visit upon her the 
days of Baalim, wherein she bnrned 
incense to them, and she decked her¬ 
self with her earrings and her jewels, 
and she went after her lovers, and 
forgat me, saith the Lord. 

14 Therefore, behold, I will allure 
her, and bring her into the wilder¬ 
ness, and speak comfortably unto her. 

15 And I will give her her vine 
yards from thenoc, and the valley of 
Acbor for a door of hope ; and she 
shall sing there, as in the days of her 
youth, and as in tho day when she 
came up out of the land of Egypt 
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16 And it shall be at that day, saith 
the Lord, that thou slnilt call me 
Ishi; and shalt cull me no more Baali. 

17 For I will take away the names 
of Baalim out of her mouth, and 
they shall no more be remembered 
by their name. 

13 And in that day will I rnnko a 
covenant lor thorn with the heasts 
of the field, and wilh the fowls of 
beavcD, and with Lhe creeping things 
of the ground ; and I will break the 
bow and the sword and the battle 
out of lhe earth, and will make them 
lo lie down safely. 

19 And I will betroth thee unto mo 
forever; yea, I will betroth thee unto 
uioin righteousness,and in judgmeuL, 
and in loving-kindness,and in mercies. 

20 I will even betroth Ibeo unto mo 
in faithfulness; and thou shalt know 
the Lord. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, 1 will hear, saith the Lord, I 
will hear the heavens, and they shall 
hear the earth ; 

22 And the earth shall hear the 
corn, and the wine, and the oil j and 
they shall hear Jezreel. 

23 And I will sow her unto me in 
the earlh; and I will have moroy up¬ 
on her that had not obtained meroy; 
and I will say to them which were 
not my people, Thou art my people; 
and they shall say, Thon art my God. 

CHAPTER III. 

The desolation of Israel before their resto¬ 
ration. 

T HEN said lhe Lord unto me, Go 
yet, love a woman beloved of 
her friend, yet an adulteress, accord¬ 
ing to the love of the Lord toward 
the children of Israel, who look to 
other gods, and love flagons of wine. 

2 So I bought her to me for fifteen 
nieces of silver, and for a homer of 
barley, and a half homer of barley ; 

3 And I said unto her, Thou sbalt 
abido for mo many days; thou shalt 
not play (he harlot, and thou shalt 
not no for another man; so will I 
also bo for thee. 

4 For Lho children of Israel shall 
abide many days without a king, and 
without a prince, and without a sacri¬ 
fice, and without an image, and with¬ 
out an ephod, and without tcrnuhioi; 
5 Afterward shall tho ohildron of 
Israel return, and seek tho Lord their 


God, and David llicir king ; and shall 
fear (ho Lord and his goodness in 
(lie latter days. 

CHAPTER IV. 

GoiTs judgments against the sins of the people. 

H EAR the word of the Lord, ye 
children of Israel; for the Lord 
hath a controversy with the inhab¬ 
itants of the land, because there is 
no truth, nor mercy, nor knowledge 
of God in the land. 

2 By swearing, and lying, and kill¬ 
ing, and stealing, and committing 
adultery, they break out, and blood 
toucheth blood. 

3 Therefore shall the land mourn, 
and every one that dwelleth therein 
shall languish, with the heasts of the 
field, and with the fowls of heaven ; 
yea, tho fishes of the seA also shall 
be taken away, 

4 Yet let no man strive nor reprove 
another; for thy people are as they 
that strive with the priesti 
5 Therefore shalt thou fall in the 
day, and the prophet also shall fall 
with thee in the night, and I will 
dealroy thy mother. 

6 My people are destroyed for lack 
of knowledge; because thou hast 
rejected knowledge, I will also reject 
thee, that thou shalt bo no priost to 
me; seeing thou hast forgotten the 
law of thy God, I will also forget 
thy children. 

7 As they wore increased, so they 
sinned against me; therefore will 1 
chango their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of my people, 
and they set thoir heart on their in¬ 
iquity. 

9 And thoro shall bo,like people, like 
priest; and I will punish them for their 
ways, and reward them thoir doings. 

10 For they shall eat, and not have 
enough; they shall commit whore¬ 
dom, and shall not inorease ; beoause 
they have left off to take hood to the 
Lord. 

11 Whoredom and wine and now 
wine take away the heart. 

12 My people ask oounsel at thoir 
stocks, and their staff deolaretb unto 
them; for tho spirit of whoredoms 
hath causod them to err, and they 
have gone a whoring from under 
their God. 

13 They sacrifice upon the tops of 
tho mountains, and burn inoonso up* 
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on the bills, under oaks and poplars 
and elms, because the shadow there¬ 
of is good ; therefore your daughters 
shall commil. whoredom, and your 
spouses shall oommit adultery. 

14 I will not punish your daughters 
when they commit whoredom, nor 
your spouses when they oommit adul¬ 
tery; for themselves are separated 
with whores, and they sacrifice with 
harlots; therefore the people that 
doth not understand BhaU fall. 

15 Though thou, Israel, play the 
harlot, yet let not Judah offend; and 
oome not ye unto Qilgal, neither go 
ye up to Beth-aven, nor swear, The 
Lord liveth. 

16 For Israel slidcth back as a back¬ 
sliding heifer; now the Lord will feed 
them as a lamb in a large place. 

17 Ephraim is joined to idols; let 
him alone. 

18 Their drink is sour; they have 
committed whoredom continually; her 
rulers with shame do love, Give ye. 

10 The wind hath hound her up in 
her wiDgs, and they shell be ashamed 
because of their sacrifices. 

CHAPTER V. 

God's judgments against Israel far their 
manifold sins. 

H EAR ye this, 0 priests; and 
hearken, ye house of Israel; 
and give ye ear, 0 house of the king; 
for judgment is toward you, becauso 
ye have been a snaro on Mizpah, 
and a net spread upon Tabor. 

2 And the revolters are profound 
to make slaughter, though I have 
been a rebuker of them all. 

3 I know Ephraim, and Israel is not 
hid from me; for now, 0 Ephraim, 
thou commit test whoredom, and Israel 
is defiled. 

4 They will not frame their doings 
to turn unto thoir God; for the spirit 
of whoredoms is in the midst of them, 
and they havo not known tho Lord. 
b And the pride of Israel doth tes¬ 
tify to his face; therefore shall Israel 
and Ephraim fall in their iniquity; 
Judah also shall fall with them. 

0 They shall go with their flocks 
and with Ihcir herds to seek tho 
Lord; but they shall not find him; he 
hath withdrawn hiiuself from them. 

7 They havo dealt trcaohorously 
against the Lord ; for they have begot¬ 
ten strange children; now shall a 


monthdevour them with their portions. 

8 Blow yo tho cornet in Gibeah, 
and the trumpet in Ramnb; cry aloud 
at Beth-aven, after thee, 0 Benjamin. 

9 Ephraim shall bo desolate in the 
day of rebuke ; among the tribes of 
Israel have I made known that which 
shall surely be. 

10 The princes of Judah were like 
them that remove the bound ; there¬ 
fore I will pour out my wrath upon 
them like water. 

11 Ephraim is oppressed and bro¬ 
ken in judgment, because he willingly 
walked after tho commandment. 

12 Therefore will I be onto Ephraim 
as a moth, and to the house of Judah 
as rottenness. 

13 When Ephraim saw his sickness, 
and Judah saw his wound, then went 
Ephraim to the Assyrian, and Bent to 
king Jareb; yet could he not heal 
you, nor cure yon of your wound. 

14 For I will be unto Ephraim as a 
lion^and as a young lion to the house 
of Judah ; I, even I, will tear and go 
away; I will take away, and none 
shall rescue him. 

15 I will go and return to my place, 
till they acknowledge their offence, 
and seek tny face ; in their affliction 
they will seek me early. 

CHAPTER VI. 

An exhortation to repentance. 

C OME, and let us return unto the 
Lord; for he hath torn, and will 
heal us; he hath smitten, and he will 
hind us up. 

2 After two days will he revive us; 
in the third day he will ruise us up. 
and we shnll live in his sight. 

3 Then shall we know, if wc follow 
on to know the Lord ; his going forth 
is prepared as the morning; nud be 
shall oome unto us as the rain, as tlio 
latter and former rain unto the earth. 

4 0 Ephraim, what shall I do unto 
tbec ? 0 Judah, what shall I do un¬ 

to thee? for your goodness is as n 
morning cloud, and as the early dew 
it goelh away. 

5 Therefore have I hewed them by the 
prophets; I havo slain them by the 
words of my mouth ; and thv judg¬ 
ments nrc as the light that goeth forth. 

6 For I desired uiorc.v, and not sac 
rifice; and the knowledge of God 
more than burnt offerings. 

7 But they like men have tr&D^ 
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greased the covenant; there have 
they dealt treacherously against me. 

8 Gilead iB a city of them that work 
iniquity, and iB polluted with blood. 

9 And as troops of robbers wait for 
a man, so the company of priests 
murder in the way by conaent; for 
they commit lewdness. 

10 I have seen a horrible thing in 
tho h* use of Israel; there is the whore- 
loin of Ephraim, Israel is defiled. 

11 Also, 0 Judah, he hath set a har- 
roBl for thee, when I returned the 
captivity of my people. 

CHAPTER VII. 

A reproof of manifold tint. 

W I1EN I would huvo healed Israel, 
(lien the iniquity of Ephraim 
was discovered, and the wickedness 
of Samaria; for thoy commit false¬ 
hood; and the thief comoth in, and 
the troop of robbers spoilcth without. 
2 And they consider not in their 
hearts that I remember all their wick¬ 
edness ; now their own doings havo 
beset them about; tboy are boforc my 
faoo. 

3 Thoy make tho king glad with 
their wickedness, and the princes with 
their lies. 

4 They are all adulterers, as an oven 
heated by tho baker, who eeaseth from 
raising after he hath kneaded the 
dough, until it be leavened. 

5 In the day of our king, the princes 
have made him siok with bottles of 
wiuo ; bo stretched out his hand with 
soorners. 

6 For they have mado ready their 
heart like an ovon, while they lie in 
wait; their baker sleopeth all tbe 
night; in the morning it burnelh as 
a flaming fire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, and 
have devoured their judges; all their 
'.tings are fallen ; there is none among 
t jnm that oalloth unto mo. 

8 Ephraim, ho hath mixod himself 
among tho people ; Ephraim is a cake 
not turned. 

9 Strangers have dovoured his 
strength, and he knoweth it not; yea, 
gray hairs are here and there upon 
him, yot ho knoweth not. 

10 And tho pride of Israel teslifioth 
to his faoo; and they do not return to 
the Lord their God, nor seek him for 
all this. 

11 Ephraim also is like a silly dove 


without heart; they oall to Egypt, 
they go to Assyria. 

12 When they shall go, I will spread 
my not upon them ; I will hring them 
down as the fowls of the heaven ; I 
will chastise them, as their congrega¬ 
tion hath heard. 

13 Woe unto them ! for thoy have fled 
from mo; destruction unto them! be¬ 
cause thoy have transgressed against 
me; though I have redeemed them, 
yet they have spoken lies against me. 

14 And they have not cried unto 
me with their heart, when they howl¬ 
ed upon their heds; they assemble 
themselves for oorn and wine, and 
they rebel against mo. 

15 Though I have bound and 
strengthened their arms, yet do they 
imagine mischief against me. 

16 Thoy return, but not to the Most 
High ; they are like a deceitful bow; 
their princes shall fall by the sword for 
the rago of their tongue; this shall be 
their derision in the land of Egypt. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Destruction is threatened. 

S ET the trumpet to thy mouth. He 
shall come as an eagle against the 
house of the Lord, because they 
have transgressed my covenant, and 
trespassed against my law. 

2 Israel shall cry unto me, My God, 
we know thee. 

3 Israel hath cast off the thing that 
is good; the enemy shall pursue 
him. 

4 They have set up kings, but not 
by me; thoy have made prinoes, and 
I knew it not; of their silver and 
their gold have they made them idols, 
that they may be out off. 

5 Thy calf, 0 Samaria, hath oast 
thee off; mineangeris kindled against 
them; how long will it he ore thoy 
attain to innooonoy ? 

0 For from Israel was it also; tho 
workman made it; therefore it is not 
God; but the calf of Samaria shall 
be broken in pioceB. 

7 For they have sown the wind and 
tboy shall reap the whirlwind; it hath 
no stalk ; the Dud shall yield no moal; 
if so be it yield, the Btrangers shall 
swallow it up. 

8 Israel is swallowed up; now shall 
they bo among the Gentiles as a ves¬ 
sel wherein is no pleasure. 

9 For thoy aro gone up to Assyria, ■ 
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wild &bs alone by himself; Ephraim 
hath hired IoverB. 

10 Yea, though they have hired 
among the nations, now will I gather 
them, and they shall sorrow a little 
for the hurdonor the king or princes. 

11 Beoause Ephraim hath made 
many altars to sin, altars shall he un¬ 
to him to sin. 

12 I have written to him the great 
things of my law, but they were 
counted as a Btrange thing. 

13 They sacrifice flesh for the sacri¬ 
fices of mine offerings, and eat it; but 
the Lord acceptelh them not; now will 
he remember their iniquity, and visit 
their sins ; they shall return to Egypt. 

14 For Israel hath forgotten his 
Maker, and buildeth temples; and 
Judah hath multiplied fenced cities; 
hut I will send a fire upon his cities, 
and it shall devour the palaces thereof. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The. captivity of Israel for their tins. 

R EJOICE not, 0 Israel, for joy, as 
other people ; for tbou hast gone 
a whoring from thy God, thou hast 
loved a reward upon every cornfloor. 

2 The floor and the winepress shall 
not feed them, and tho new wino shall 
fail in her. 

3 They shall not dwell in the Lord’s 
land; but Ephraim shall return to 
Egypt, and they shall eat unclean 
Lhings in Assyria. 

4 They shall not offer wine offerings 
to the Lord, neither shall they be 
pleasing unto him; their sacrifices 
shall he unto them as the bread of 
mourners; all that eat thereof shall 
be polluted; for their bread for thair 
soul shall not come into the house of 
the Lord. 

5 What will ye do in the solemn 
day, and in the day of the feast of 
the Lord ? 

6 For, lo, they are gone because of 
destruction ; Egypt shall gather them 
up, Memphis shall bury them; the 
pleasant places for their silver, net¬ 
tles shall possess them ; thorns shall 
be in their tabernaoles. 

7 The days of visitation aro come, 
the days of recompense are come; 
Israel shall know it; the prophet is 
a fool, the spiritual man is mad, for 
the multitude of thine iniquity, and 
the great hatred. 

8 The watchman of Ephraim was 


with my God; but the prophet is a 
snare of a fowler in all his ways, and 
hatred in the house of bis God. 

9 They have deeply corrupted them¬ 
selves, as in the daya of Gibeah; 
therefore he will rememher their in¬ 
iquity, he will visit their ains. 

10 I found Israel like grapes in the 
wilderness; I saw your fathers as the 
first ripe in the fig tree at her first 
time; but they went to Baal-peoi, 
and separated themselves unto that 
ehame; and their abominations were 
according as they loved. 

11 As for Ephraim, their glory shall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the 
conception. 

12 Though they bring up their chil¬ 
dren, yet will I hcreave thcm.that there 
shall not be a man left; yea, woe also 
to them when I depart from them ! 

13 Ephraim, as I saw Tyrus, is 
planted in a pleasant place; but 
Ephraim shall hring forth bis chil¬ 
dren to the murderer. 

14 Give them, 0 Lord ; what wilt 
thou give? give them a miscarrying 
womh and dry breasts. 

15 All their wickedness is in Gilgal; 
for there I hated them; for tbo wick¬ 
edness of their doings I will drive 
them out of mine house, I will love 
them no more ; all their princes aro 
rovolters. 

16 Ephraim is smitten, their root is 
dried up, they shall bear no fruit; 
yea, though they bring forth, yet will 
I slay even tho beloved fruit of their 
womb. 

17 My God will cast them away, 
because they did not hearken unto 
him; and they shall be wanderer* 
among the nations. 

CHAPTER X. 

Israel is reproved and threatened. 
SRAEL is an empty vine, hebring- 
eth forth fruit unto himself; ac¬ 
cording to the multitude of his fruit 
he hath increased the altars; accord¬ 
ing to the goodness of his land they 
have made goodly images. 

2 Their heart is divided; now shall 
they be found faulty; be shall break 
down thoir altars, ho shall spoil their 
images. 

3 For now they shall say, We have no 
king, because wo feared not the Lord; 
what then should a king do to us? 



CHAPTER XL—XII. 


an 


4 They have spoken words, swear¬ 
ing falsely in making a covenant; 
thus judgment springeth up as hem¬ 
lock in the furrows of tbo hold. 

5 The inhabitants of Samaria shall 
fear because of the calves of Beth- 
aven ; for the people thereof shall 
mourn over it, and tne priests thoroof 
that rejoiced on it, for the glory there¬ 
of, because it is departed from it. 

fl It shall also he earned unto As¬ 
syria for a present to king Jareb ; 
Ephraim shall receive Bhame, and 
Israel shall be ashamed of his own 
onunscl. 

7 As for Samaria, her king is cut 
ofT ns the foam upon the water. 

S The high places also of Aven, 
the sin of Israel, shall be destroyed; 
the thorn and the thistle shall oome 
up on their altars ; and they shall say 
to the mountains, Cover us; and to 
the hills, Fall on us. 

9 0 Israel, tbou hast sinned from 
the days of Qibeah ; there they stood; 
the battlo in Qibeah against the chil¬ 
dren of iniquity did not overtake 
thorn. 

10 It is in my desire that I should 
chastise thorn; and the peoplo shall 
bo gathered against them, when they 
shall bind themselves in their two 
furrows. 

11 And Ephraim is as a heifer that 
is taught, and lovoth to tread out the 
corn ; but I passed over upon her fair 
neck ; I will make Ephraim to ride; 
Judah shall plough, and Jacob Bhall 
break his clods. 

12 Sow to yourselves in righteous¬ 
ness, reap in morcy; break up your 
fallow ground; for it is time to seek 
the Lord, till be oome and rain right¬ 
eousness upon you. 

13 Ye have ploughed wickedness, 
ye have reaped iniquity; ye have 
eaten the fruit of lies; because thou 
didst trust in thy way, in the multi¬ 
tude of thy mighty men. 

14 Therefore shall a tumult arise 
among thy peoplo, and all thy fort¬ 
resses shall bo spoilod, as Sbalman 
spoiled Both-arbel in the day of bat¬ 
tle ; the mother was dashed in pioces 
upon her children. 

15 So shall Beth-ol do unto you 
booause of your groat wickedness; in 
a morning shall the king of Israel 
uttorly be cut off. 


CHAPTER XL 

The ingratitude of Israel — God's mere*. 

W HEN Israel waB a ohild, then 
I loved him, and called my eon 
out of Egypt. 

2 As they called them, so they went 
from them; they sacrificed unto 
Baalim, and burned incense to graven 
images. 

3 I taught Ephraim also to go, tak¬ 
ing them by their arras; but they 
knew not that I healed them. 

4 I drew them with the cords of a 
man, with bands of love; and I was 
to them as they that take off the yoke 
on their jaws, and I laid meat unto 
them. 

5 lie shall not return onto the land 
of Egypt, but the Assyrian shall be his 
king, because they refused to return. 
6 And the sword shall abide on his 
cities, and shall consume his branches, 
and devour them, because of their 
own counsels. 

7 And my people are bent to back¬ 
sliding from me; though they oalled 
them to the Most High, none at all 
would exalt him. 

8 How shall I give thee up, Eph¬ 
raim ? how shall I deliver thee, Is¬ 
rael ? how shall I make thee as Ad- 
mah ? how shall I set thee as Zeboim 7 
My heart is turned toward thee, and 
my mercies are extended to gather 
thee. 

9 I will not exeoute the fieroeness 
of mine anger, I will not return to 
destroy Ephraim ; for I am God, and 
not man ; the Holy One in the midst 
of theo; and I will not enter into the 
city. 

10 They shall walk after the Lord; 
he shall roar like a lion; when he 
shall roar, then the ohildren shall 
tremble from the weBt. 

11 Thoy shall tremble as a bird out 
of Egypt, and as a dove out of the 
land of Assyria; and I will place 
them in their houses, saith the Lord. 

12 Ephraiui coinpassoth me about 
with lies, and the bouse of Israel with 
deoeit; hut Judah yol ruleth with 
God, and is faithful with the saints. 


CHAPTER XII. 

A reproof (f Ephraim, Judah, and Jacob, 


E PHRAIM foedeth on wind, and 
followeth aftor the east wind; he 


daily incronseth lies and desolation ; 
and IIn-y do make a covenant with the

Assyrians, and oil is oarriod into 

T& Lord hath also a controversy 
with Judah, and will punish Jacob 
according to his ways; according to 
his doings will he recompense him. 

3 He took his brother by the heel in 
the womb, and by his strength he 
had power with God; 

4 Tea, he had power over the angel, 
and prevailed; he wept, and made 
supplication unto him ; he found him 
in Bclh-el,aud there he spake with us ; 

5 Even the Lord God of hosts; the 
Lord is his memorial. 

6 Therefore turn thou to thy God; 
keep mercy and judgment, and wait 
on thy God continually. 

7 He is a merchant, the bnlanccs of 
deoeit are in his hand; he loveth to 
oppress. 

8 And Ephraim said, Yet I am be¬ 
come rich, I have found me out sub- 
stanco; in all my labours they shall 
find none iniquity in me that wcro 
sin. 

9 And I that am the Lord thy God 
from the land of Egypt will yet make 
thee to dwell in tabernacles, as in the 
days of the solemn feast. 

10 1 have also spoken by the proph¬ 
ets, and 1 have multiplied visions, 
and used similitudes, by the ministry 
of the prophets. 

11 Is there iniquity in Gilead ? sure¬ 
ly they arc vanity ; they sacrifice bul¬ 
locks in Gilgal; yea, their altars are 
as heaps in the furrows of the fields. 

12 And Jacob fled into tho country 
of Syria, and Israel served for a wife, 
and for a wife ho kept sheep. 

13 And by a prophet the Lord 
brought Israel out of Egypt, and by 
a prophet was he preserved. 

14 Ephraim provoked him to anger 
most bitterly ; therefore shall ho leave 
his blood upon him, and his reproach 
shall his Lord return unto him. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Ephraim f s glory — God's anger—A promise 
of God’s mercy. 

W HEN Ephraim spako trembling, 
be exalted himself in Israel ; 
but wbon he offended in Baal, be died. 

2 And now they sin more and more, 
and have made them molten imagcB 
of their silver, and idols according to 
their own understanding, all of it the 
work of tho craftsmen; they say of 


them, Let the men that sacrifice kiss 
the calves. 

3 Therefore they shall be as the 
morning cloud, and aB the early dew 
that passeth away, as the chaff that 
is driven with the whirlwind out of 
the floor, and as the smoke out of the 
chimney. 

4 Yet I am the Lord thy God from 
the land of Egypt, and thou shalt 
know no god but me ; for there ie no 
saviour beside me. 

5 I did know thee in the wildemen, 
in the land of great drought. 

6 According to their pasture, s« 
were they filled ; they were filled, and 
their heart was exalted; therefore 
have they forgotten me. 

7 Therefore I will be unto them aB 
a lion ; as a leopard by the way will 
I observe them ; 

8 I will meet them as a bear that is 
bereaved of her whelps, and will rend 
the caul of their heart, and there will 
I devour them like a lion; the wild 
bca'St shall tear them. 

9 0 Israel, thou hast destroyed thy¬ 
self ; but in me is thine help. 

10 I will be thy king; whero is any 
other that may save thee in all thy 
cities ? and thy judges of whom thou 
saidst, Give mo n king and princes? 

11 I gave thee a king in mine auger, 
and took him away in my wrath. 

12 The iniquity of Ephraim is 
bound up ; his sin is hid. 

13 The sorrows of a travailing woman 
shall come upon him ; he is an unwise 
son ; for he should not stay long in tho 
placeof the breaking forth of children. 

14 I will ransom them from the 
power of the grave ; I will redeem 
them from death; 0 death, I will be 
thy plagues; 0 grave, I will be thy 
destruction ; repentance shall be hid 
from mine eyc9. 

15 Though ho be fruitful amoDghis 
brethren, an east wind shall come, 
tho wind of the Lord shall come up 
from the wilderne99, and his spring 
shall become dry, and his fountain 
shall be dried up; be shall spoil the 
treasure of all pleasant vessels. 

16 Samaria snail become desolate; 
for she hath rebelled against her God; 
they shall fall by tho sword ; their 
infants shall be dashed in pieces, aud 
tbeir women with child shall be rip¬ 
ped up. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 

An exhortation to rrpcnlanae—Promise of 
Missing. 

ISRAEL, roturD unto the Lord 
thy God ; for ihou hQEt fallen by 
thine iniquity. 

2 Take with you words, and turn to 
the Lord; say unto him, Take away 
all iniquity, and reoeive us graciously; 
bo will wo render the calves of our 
lips. 

3 Aashur Bhall not Bave us; we will 
not ride upon horses; neither will we 
say any more to the work of our 
hands, Yo are our gode; for in thoo 
tho fatherless findeth mercy. 

4 I will heal their backsliding, I 
will love them freely; for mine anger 
is turned away from him. 

5 I will bo as the dew unto Israel; 


ho shall grow as the lily, and cast 
forth his roots as Lobanon. 

6 His branches shall spread, and 
his beauty shall bo as the olive tree, 
and his smoll as Lebanon. 

7 They that dwell under his shadow 
shall return: they shall revive as the 
corn, and grow as tho vine; the scent 
thereof shall bo as the wine of Lebanon. 

8 Ephraim shall say, What have I 
to do any more with idols? I have 
heard him, and observed him; I am 
liko a green fir tree. From me is thy 
fruit found. 

9 Who is wise, and he shall under¬ 
stand these things? prudent, and he 
shall know them ? for tho ways of 
tho Lord are right, and the just shall 
walk in them ; hut the transgressors 
shall fall therein.

CHAPTER I. 

Joel , declaring sundry judgments, prtscribeth 
a fast. 

rpiIE word of the Lord that came 
X to Joel tho son of Pethuel. 

2 Hear this, ye old men, and give 
ear, all ye inhabitants of the land. 
Hath this been in your days, or even 
in the days of your fathers? 

3 Toll yo your children of it, and 
let your children tell their children, 
•and their ohildron another generation. 

4 That wliioli tho palinerworm hath 
left hath iho locust eaten ; and that 
which the looust hath loft hath tho 
cankerworm eaten ; and that which 
tho cunkorworm hath left hath the 
caterpillar eaten. 

5 Awake, ye drunkards, and weep; 
an] howl, all ye drinkers of wine, 
be :ause of tho now wine ; for it is out 
off from your mouth. 

6 For a nation is ooino up upon 
iny land, strong, and without number, 
whose teeth are as tho teeth of a lion, 
and ho hath tho chock teeth of a great 
lion. 

7 lie hath laid tny vine waste, and 
barked my fig tree ; he hath made it 
clean bare, and oast it away; tho 
branches thereof are made white. 

8 Lament like a virgin girdod with 
saokoloth forth©husbandofheryouth. 

9 Tho meat offering and Iho drink 


offering is out off from the house of 
tho Lord; the priests, tho Lord's 
ministers, mourn. 

10 Tho held is wasted, the laud 
mourncth; for tho corn is wasted; 
tho new wine is dried up, the oil lan¬ 
guished. 

11 Bo yo ashamed, 0 ye husband¬ 
men; howl, 0 ye vinedressers, for the 
wheat and for tho bnrloy; because the 
harvest of tho held is perished. 

12 The vine is dried up, and tho 
fig tree lunguishoth; the pomegranate 
tree, tho palm tree also, and the apple 
tree, even all the trees of the field, 
aro witherod; beoause joy is withered 
away from tho sens of men. 

13 Gird yourselves, and lament, ye 
priests; howl, ye ministers of the 
altar; come, lie all night in saokoloth, 
ye ministers of my God; for the meat 
oflering and the drink offering is with- 
holdon from tho house of your God. 

14 Sanctify ye a fast, call a solemn 
assembly, gather the elders and all 
the inhabitants of the land into the 
house of the Lord your God, and cry 
unto tho Lord, 

15 AIhb for the day! for tho day of 
the Lord is at hand, and ns a destruc¬ 
tion from tho Almighty shall it come. 

16 Is not the moat out off before our 
oyos, yea, joy and gladnoss from the 
house of our God? 
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17 The seed \e n tten under their 
clods, the gamers are laid desolate, 
the barns are broken down; for the 
corn is withered. 

18 How do the beasts groan! the 
herds of cattle are perplexed, because 
they have no pasture; yea, the flocks 
of sheep are made desolate. 

19 0 Lord, to thcc will I cry; for the 
fire hath devoured the pastures of the 
wilderness, and the flame hath burned 
all the trees of the field. 

20 The beasts of the field cry also 
unto thee; for the rivers of water are 
dried up, and tho fire hath devoured 
the pastures of the wilderness. 

CHAPTER II. 

OaTs judgments—Be exhorteth to repentance, 

prescribeth a fast , and comforteth Zion 

wWi blessings. 

LOW ye the trumpet in Zion, 
and sound an alarm in my holy 
mountain; let all the inhabitants of 
the land tremble; for the day of the 
Lord comcth, for it is nigh at hand: 

2 A day of darkness and of gloomi¬ 
ness, a day of clouds and of thick 
darkness, as tho morning spread upon 
the mountains; a great people and a 
strong; there hath not been ever the 
like, neither shall be any more after 
it, even to the years of many genera¬ 
tions. 

3 A firedovoureth before them; and 
behind them a flame bumeth; the 
land is as tho garden of Eden before 
them, and behind thorn a desolate 
wilderness; yea, and nothing shall 
escape them 

4 The appcaranco of them is as the 
appearance of horses; and as horse¬ 
men, so shall they run. 

6 Like the noise of chariots on tho 
tops of mountains shall they leap, 
like the noise of a flame of lire that 
devonreth the stubble, as a strong 
people set in battle array. 

6 Before their face tho people shall 
bo muoh pained; all faces shall gather 
blackness. 

7 They shall run like mighty men ; 
they shall climb the wall like men of 
war; and they shall maroh every one 
on his ways, and they shall not break 
their ranks; 

8 Neithor shall one thrust another; 
they shall walk every one in his path; 
and when they fall upon the sword, 
they shall not bo wounded. 


9 They shall run tu and fro in the 
city; they shall run upon the wall, 
they shall climb up upon the houses; 
they shall enter in at the windows like 
a thief. 

10 The earth shall quake before 
them; the heavens shall tremble; the 
sun and the moon shall be dark, and 
the stars shall withdraw their shin¬ 
ing; 

11 And the Lord shall utter his 
voice before his army; for his camp 
is very great, for he is strong that 
executclh his word; for the day of 
tho Lord is great and very terrible; 
and who can abide it? 

12 Therefore also now, saith the 
Lord, turn ye even to me with all 
your heart, and with fasting, and with 
weeping, and with mooming; 

13 And rend yoor hearts, and not 
your garments, and repent, and turn 
unto the Lord your Uod; for he is 
gracious and merciful, slow to anger, 
and of great kindness, and he will 
turn away the evil from yoa. 

14 Therefore repent, and who know 
eth but he will return and leave n 
blessing behind him; that you may 
offer a meat offering, and a drink 
offering, unto the Lord your God? 

15 Blow the trumpet in Zion, sanc¬ 
tify a fast, call a solemn assembly; 

16 Gather the people, sanctify the 
congregation, assemble the elders, 
gather the children, and those that 
suck the breasts; let the bridegroom 
go forth of his chamber, and the bride 
out of her closet. 

17 Let the priests, the-ministers of 
the Lord, weep between the porch and 
the altar, and lot them say, Spare thy 

eople, 0 Lord, and give not thine 

eritage to roproaoh, that the hoathen 
should rule over them; wherefore 
should they say among the people, 
Where is their God? 

18 Then will the Lord be jealous for 
bie land, and pity his people. 

19 Yea, the Lord will answer and 
say unto his people, Behold, I will 
send yon oorn, and wine, and oil, and 
ye shall be satisfied therewith; and 
I will no more make you a roproaoh 
among tho boalbon; 

20 But I will remove far off from you 
the northern army, and will drive 
him into a IaDd barren and dosolata, 
with his face toward the east sea, and 
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hie hinder part toward the almost I 
eca, and hia atink ehall oome up, and I 
his ill savour ahull come up, because ' 
he hath done great things 

21 Fear Dot, 0 land; be glad and 
rejoice; for the Lord will do great 
things. 

22 Be not afraid, ye heaata of the 
field; for the pastures of the wildcr- 
nesB do epring, for the tree bearcth 
her fruit, the fig tree and the vine do 
yield their strength. 

23 Bo glad then, ye children of 
Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your 
God; for ho hath given you tho for¬ 
mer ruin moderately, and he will 
enuee to come down for you the rain, 
Ihc former rain, and the latter rain in 
the first mon'h. 

24 And (ho floors shall be full of 
wheal, and the fats shall overflow 
with wino and oil. 

26 And I will restore to you the 
years that Lho locust hath oaten, the 
ennkerworm, and the caterpillar, and 
fhe palmcrworm, my great army 
which I sent among you. 

20 And ye shall cat in plenty, and 
be satisfied, and praise the name of 
Ihc Lord your God that hath dealt 
wondrously with you; and my people 
shall never be ashamed. 

27 And yo shall know that I am in 
llio midst of Israel, and that I am the 
Lord your God, and none else; and 
my people shall never ho ashamed. 

28 And it shall oome to pass after¬ 
ward that I will pour out my Spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, your 
old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions; 

29 And also upon the servants and 
upon the handmaids in those days 
will I pour out my Spirit. 

30 And I will show wonders in the 
Leavens and in the earth, blood, and 
fire, and pillars of smoke. 

31 Tho sun shall bo turned into 
dnrknoss, and the moon into blood, 
before tho great and the terrible day 
of the Lord oome. 

32 And it shall oome to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall bo dcliverod; for in 
mount Zion and in Jerusalem shalt 
be dolivoranoo, as tho Lord hath said, 
and in lho remnant whom tho Lord 
shall call. 


CHAPTER III. 

God's judgments against the enemies r\J Mi 
people—Hit blessing. 

OR, behold, in those days, and in 
that time, when I shall brinj agnin 
the captivity of Judah and Jerusalem, 

2 I will also gather all nations, and 
will bring them down into the valley 
of Jehoshaphat, and will plead with 
them there for my people and for my 
heritage Israel, whom they have scat¬ 
tered among the nations, and parted 
my land. 

3 And they have cast lots for my 

eoplc ; and have given a boy for a 

arlot, and sold a girl for wino, that 

they might drink. 

4 Yea, and what have ye to do with 
me, 0 Tyre, and Zidon, and all the 
coasts of Palestine? will yo render 
mo a recompense ? and if ye recom¬ 
pense me, swiftly and speedily will I 
return your recompense upon your 
own head; 

5 Because ye have taken my silver 
and my gold, and have carried into 
your temples my goodly pleasant 
things; 

6 The children also of Judah and 
tho children of Jerusalem have ye 
sold unto the Grecians, that ye might 
remove them far from their border. 

7 Behold, I will raise them out of 
the place whither yo have Bold them, 
and will return your recompense upon 
your own head; 

8 And I will sell your sons and yoar 
daughters into the hand of Lhe chil¬ 
dren of Judah, and they shall sell 
them to the Sabeans, to a people far 
off; for tho Lord hath spoken it. 

9 Proclaim ye this among the Gen¬ 
tiles; Prepare war, wake up the 
mighty men, let all the men of war 
draw near; let them oome up; 

10 Beat your ploughshares into 
swords, and your pruning-hooks into 
Bpears ; let the weak say, I am strong. 

71 Assemble yourselves, and oome, 
all ye heathen, and gather yourselves 
togotbor round about; thither causo 
thy mighty ones to oome dowD, 0 
Lord. 

12 Let lho heathen be wakened, and 
come up to the valley of Jehoshaphat; 
for there will I nit to judgo all the 
hcathon round about. 

13 Put ye in tho sickle, for lho har¬ 
vest is ripe ; come, got you down ; for 
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the press is full, the fatB overflow; I 
for tneir wickedness is great. 

14 Multitudes, multitudes in tho 
valley of decision ; for the day of the 
Lord is near in the valley of decision. 

15 The sun and the moon shall be 
darkened, and the stars shall with¬ 
draw their shining. 

16 The Lord also shall roar out of 
Zion, and utter his voice from Jeru¬ 
salem; and the heavens and the earth 
shall shake ; but tho Lord will be the 
hope of his people, and the strength 
of the children of Israel. 

17 So Bhall ye know that I am the 
Lord your God dwelling in Zion, my 
holy mountain ; then shall Jerusalem 
be holy, and there shall no strangers 
pass through hor any more. 


18 And it shall como to pass in that 
day, that the mountains shall drop 
down new wine, and the hills Bhall 
flow with milk, and all the rivers of 
Judah shall flow with waters, and a 
fountain shall come forth of the house 
of the Lord, and shall water the valley 
of Shittim. 

19 Egypt shall be a desolation, and 
Edom shall be a desolate wilderness, 
for tho violence against the children 
of Judah, because they have shed in¬ 
nocent blood in their land. 

20 But Judah shall dwell for ever, 
and Jerusalem from generation to 
generation. 

21 For I will cleanse their blood 
that I have not cleansed; for the 

; Lord dwellcth in Zion. 


AMOS. 


CHAPTER I. 

God's judgment upon Syria, the Philistines, 
Tyrut, Edom and Ammon. 

IIE words of Amos, who was among 
the herdmen of Tekoa, whioh ho 
saw concerning Israel in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah, and in the 
days of Jeroboam the son of Joash 
king of Israel, two yearB before the 
earthquake. 

2 And ho said, The Lord will roar 
from Zion, and utter his voice from 
Jerusalem ; and the habitations of 
the Bbephcrds shall mourn, and tho 
top of Carmel shall wither. 

3 Tbufl saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Damascus, and for 
four, I will not turn away the punish¬ 
ment thereof; because they have 
threshed Gilead with threshing in¬ 
struments of iron; 

4 But I will send a fire into tbo 
houso of IlAzael, whioh shall devour 
the palaces of Bcn-hadad. 

5 I will break also the bar of Damas¬ 
cus, and cut off the inhabitant from 
the plain of Avcn,and him that hold- 
eth the sceptre from the houso of 
Eden ; and tne people of Syria Bhall 
go into captivity unto Kir, saith the 
Lord. 

0 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Gaza, and for four, 
I will not turn away tho punishment 
thereof; because they carriod away 


captive the whole captivity, to deliver 
them up to Edom ; 

T But I will send a fire on the wall 
of Gaza, which shall devour the pal 
aces thereof; 

8 And I will cut off the inhabitant 
from Ashdod, and him that holdetli 
the sceptre from Ashkelon, and I will 
turn mine hand against Ebron ; an I 
tho remnant of the Philistines shall 
perish, saith the Lord God. 

9 Thus saith the Lord : For threu 
transgressions of Tyrus, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they delivered up 
the whole captivity to Edom, and re¬ 
membered not the brotherly covenant; 

10 But I will send a fire on the wall 
of Tyrus, which shall devour the pal- 
aces thereof. 

11 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Edom, and for fonr, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because he did pursue hii 
brother with the sword, and did cast 
off all pity, and his auger did tear 
perpetually, and he kept his wrath 
for ever: 

12 But I will send a fire upon Te- 
man, which shall devout the palaoel 
of Bozrah. 

13 Thus saith tbo Lord; For three 
transgressions of the children of 
Ammon, and for four, I will not turn 
away the punishment thereof; because 
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they have ripped up Ihe women with 
(‘hiiil, of Gilead, that they might 
enlarge their border: 

14 Rut I will kindle a fire in the 
wall of Hebboh, and it shall devour 
the palaces thereof, with shouting iu 
the day of battle, with a tempest in 
the day of the whirlwind; 

15 And their king shall go into 
captivity, he and hie princes together, 
saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER II. 

G'*Ct u-rath against Afoab, upon Judah, 
and upon Israel—God comptaineth of 
their unthankfulness. 

rilJIUSsaith the Lord; For three 
J transgressions of MoAb, and for 
four, I will not turn away tho punish¬ 
ment thereof; because he burned the 
bones oi tbo king of Edotn into lime; 

2 But I will send a fire upon Moah, 
and it shall devour tho palaces of 
Kirioth ; aud Moob* shall die with 
tumult, with shouting, and with tho 
sound of tho trumpet ; 

3 And I will cut off the judge from 
the midst thereof, and will slay all 
tho princes thereof with him, saith 
tho Lord. 

4 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Judah, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they have despised 
tho law of the Lord, and have not 
kept his oommMidments, and their lies 
caused them to err, aftor the whioh 
their fathers have walked; 

6 But I will send a tire upon Judah, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Je¬ 
rusalem. 

6 Thus saith the Lord ; For three 
transgressions of Israel, and for four, 
l will not turn away tho punishment 
thereof; because they sold the right¬ 
eous for silver, and Lhe poor for a pair 
of shoes; 

7 That pant after the dust of the earth 
on the bond of the poor, and turn aside 
the way of the meek ; and a man and 
his father will go in unto tho sume 
maid, to profane ray holy namo; 

8 And they lay themselves down upon 
clothes laid to pledge by every altar, 
and they drink the wine of tho con¬ 
demned in the house of their god. 

U Yet destroyed I tho Amorite be¬ 
fore them, whose height was like the 
height of the oedars, and ho was strong 
as tbo oaks; yot I destroyed his fruit 
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from above, and his roots from be¬ 
neath. 

10 Also I brought you up from the 
land of Egypt, and led you forty yean 
through the wilderness, to possess the 
land of tho Amorite. 

11 And I raised up of yoar sons for 
prophets, and of your young men for 
Nazarites. Is it not even thus, 0 ye 
children of Israel? Baith tho Lord. 

12 But yo gavo the Nazarites wine 
to drink; and commanded the proph¬ 
ets, saying, Prophesy not. 

13 Behold, I am pressed under yon, 
as a cart is pressed that is full of 
sheaves. 

14 Therefore the flight shall perish 
from the swift, and the strong shall 
not strengthen his force, neither shall 
tho mighty deliver himself; 

15 Neither shall he stand that hand- 
letb the bow; and he that is swift of 
foot shall not deliver himself: neither 
shall he that rideth the horse deliver 
himself. 

10 And bo that is courageous among 
the mighty shaM flee away naked in 
that day, saith tho Lord. 

CHAPTER III. 

Grafs judgment against Israel—The cause 
thereof. 

H EA R this word that the Lord hath 
spoken against you, 0 children 
of Israel, against the whole family 
which I brought up from the land of 
Egypt, saying, 

2 You only have I known of all the 
families of tho earth; therefore I will 
punish yon for all your iniquities. 

3 Can two walk together, except they 
be agreed ? 

4 Will a lion roar in the forest, when 
he hath no prey? will a young Hon 
cry out of his den, if he have taken 
nothing ? 

5 Cun a bird fall in a snare upon the 
earth, where no gin is for him? shall 
one tnko up a snare from the earth, 
and have taken nothing at all? 

6 Shall a trumpet be blown in the 
city, and the people not bo afraid? 
shall thero bo evil in a city, and the 
Lord hath not known it? 

7 Surely the Lord God will do no¬ 
thing, until he revealeth the seorot 
unto his servants the prophets. 

8 Tbo lion hath roared, who will not 
fear? the Lord God hath spoken, who 
can but prophesy? 
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9 Publish in the palaces at Ashdod, 
and in the palaces in the land of 
Egypt, and say, Assemble yourselves 
upon the mountains of Samaria, and 
behold the great tumults in the midst 
Ihoreor, and the oppressed in the midst 
thereof. 

10 For they know Dot to do right, 
eaith the Lord, who store up violence 
and robbery in their palaces. 

11 Therefore thus eaith the Lord 
God; An adversary there shall be even 
round about the land; and he shall 
bring down thy strength from thee, 
and thy palaces shall he spoiled. 

12 Thus eaith the Lord; As the shep¬ 
herd taketh out of the mouth of tho 
lion two legs, or a piece of an ear; so 
shall the children of Israel be taken 
out that dwell in Samaria in the cor¬ 
ner of a hed, and in Damascus in a 
couch. 

13 Hear yc, and testify in the house 
of Jacob, saith the Lord God, the God 
of hosts, 

14 That, in the day that I shall visit 
tho transgressions of Israel upon him, 
I will also visit the altars of Beth-cl; 
and the horn9 of the altar shall be cut 
off, and fall to the ground. 

15 And I will smite the winter house 
with the summer house; and the houses 
of ivory shall perish, and the great 
houses shall have an end, saith the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER IT. 

Hi reproveth Israel for oppression, and far 
idolatry. 

H EAR this word, ye kine of Ba- 
sban, that are in the mountain 
of Samaria, which oppress the poor, 
which crush the needy, which Bay to 
their masters, Bring, and let us drink. 
2 Tho Lord God hath sworn by his 
holiness, that, to, tho days shall come 
upon you, that he will take you away 
with hooks, and your posterity with 
fishhooks. 

3 And ye shall go out at the breaches, 
every one hefore his enemy; and ye 
Bhall be cast out of your palaces, saith 
the Lord. 

4 Come to Beth-el, and transgress; 
at Gilgal multiply transgression ; and 
bring your sacrifices every morning, 
and your tithes after three years ; 

5 And offer a sacrifice of thanksgiv¬ 
ing with leaven, and proclaim and 
publish Ihe free offerings; for thus 


do ye, 0 ye children of Israel, saith 
Hie Lord God. 

fi Therefore I nleo have given you 
cleanness of teeth in all your cities, 
and want of broad in n 11 your places; 
yet have yc not returned unto mo, 
saith the Lord. 

7 And also I have wilhholden the 
rain from you, when there were yei 
three months to the harvest; and 1 
caused it to rain upon one city, and 
caused it not to rain upon anolhw 
city; one piece was rained upon, ami 
the piece whereupon it rained not 
withered. 

8 So two or three cities waDderr I 
unto one city, to drink water; but 
they were not satisfied ; yet have \> 
not returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

9 I have smitten you with blasting 
and mildew; when your gardens ami 
your vineyards and your fig trees and 
your olive treeB increased, the palim i 
worm devoured them; yet have ye m i 
returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

10 I have sent among you the ]■<■- 
tilence after the manner of Egy) ' 
your young men have I slain wi'l. 
the sword, and have taken away yum 
horses; and I have made the stint 
of your camps to come up unlo your 
nostrils; yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord. 

11 I have overthrown some of you, *■* 
God overthrew Sodonrand Gomorri.li. 
and yo were as a firebrand pluck' I 
out of the homing; yet have ye not 
returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

12 Therefore thus will I do unto lh<T. 
0 Israel; and hecause I will do this 
unto thcc, prepare to meet thy God. 
0 Israel. 

13 For, lo, he that formeth the moun¬ 
tains, and createth the wind, and de¬ 
clared) unto man what is his thoughl, 
that mnketh the morning darkness, 
and treadeth upon the high places of 
the earth, The Lord, The God of hot ts, 
is his name. 

CHAPTER V. 

A lamentation far Israel—A n ealurrlatijm to 
repentance 

H EAR ye this word which I take 
np against you, even a lamenta¬ 
tion, 0 house of Israel. 

2 The virgin of Israel is fallen; she 
shall no more rise; she is forsaken 
upon her land; there is none to raise 
her up. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

S For thus saith the Lord Qod; The I shall be in all streets; and they shall 


eity that went out by a thousand 
■halt leave a hundred, and that whiob 
wont forth by a hundred shall leave 
ten, lo the house of Israel. 

4 For thus saith the Lord unto the 
bouso oT Israel, Sock ye me, and ye 
shall livo; 

6 But sock not Beth-el, nor enter 
into Qilgnl, and pass not to Boer- 
sheba; Tor Oilgal shall surely go 
into captivity, and Beth-el shall come 
lo uaught. 

0 Seok the Lord, and ye shall live; 
lest he break out like fire in the house 
of Joseph, and devour it, and there 
be none to quench it in Beth-el. 

7 Ye who turn judgment to worm¬ 
wood, and luave off righteousness in 
the earth, 

8 Seek him that maketh the sevon 
stars and Orion, and turneth the 
shadow of death into the morning, 
and maketh the day dark with night; 
that calloth for the waters of the sea, 
and poureth them out upon Ihe face 
of the earth; The Lord is his name; 

9 That strengthened tho spoiled 
against the strong, bo that tho spoiled 
shall come against the fortress. 

10 They hate him that robuketh in 
tho gate, und they abhor him that 
epeaketh uprightly. 

11 Forasmuch therefore as your 
treading is upon the poor, and ye 
take from him burdens of wheat; yo 
have built houses of hewn stone, but 
ye shall not dwell in them ; yo have 
planted pleasant vineyards, but ye 
shall not drink wine of them. 

12 For 1 know your manifold trans¬ 
gressions and your mighty aiDs; they 
a (Biot the just, they take a bribo, and 
thoy turn aside tho poor in the gate 
from their right. 

13 Therefore the prudent shall keep 
lilonoo in that time; for it is an evil 
tiuie. 

14 Seek good, and not evil, that ye 
may live; and so the Lord, the Qod 
of hosts, shall he with you, as yo 
have spoken. 

15 Hate the evil, and love the good, 
and establish judgment in the gate; 
it may be that the Lord God of hosts 
will bo gracious unto the remnant of 
Josopb. 

1G Therefore the Lord, the Qod of 
hosts the Lord, aaith thu9; Wailing 


say in all the highways, Alas! alas! 
and they shall call the husbandman 
to mourning, and such as are skilful 
of lamentation to wailing. 

17 And in all vinoyards shall be 
wailing; for I will pass throngh thee, 
saith the Lord, 

18 Woe onto you that desire the 
day of the Lord! to what end is it 
for you? tho day of tho Lord is dark¬ 
ness, and not light. 

19 As if a man did fiee from a lion, 
and a benr met him; or went into 
tho house, and leaned his hand on 
the wall, and a serpent bit him. 

20 8hall not the day of the Lord be 
darkness, and not light? even very 
dark, and no brightness in it? 

21 I hate, I despise your feast days, 
and I will not smell in your solemn 
assemblies. 

22 Though ye offer me burnt offer¬ 
ing and your meat offerings, I will 
not accept them; neither will I regard 
the peaco offerings of your fat beasts. 

23 Take thou away from me the 
noise of thy song9; for I will not 
hear the molody of Lhy viols. 

24 But let judgment run down as 
waters, and righteousness ub a mighty 
stream. 

25 Have ye offered unto me sacri¬ 
fices and offerings in the wilderness 
forty years, 0 house of Israel? 

26 But ye have borne the tabernacle 
of your Moloch and Chiun your 
images, tho star of your Qod, whioh 
ye made to yourselves. 

27 Therefore will I oause you to 
go into oaptivity beyond Damascus, 
saith tho Lord, whose name is The 
Qod of hosts. 

C1IAPTISR VI. 

The wanUmniss of Israel— Thriy desolation. 
OE to them that are it ease in 
Zion, and trust in tho mountain 
of Samaria, whioh aro named ohief 
of the nations, to whom the house of 
Israel oame! 

2 Pass ye uDto Calnob, and «e«; 
and from thence go ye to Hamath 
tbo groat; then go down to Qath of 
tho Philistinos; be thoy better than 
these kingdoms? or their border 
greator than your border? 

3 Yo that put far away the evil 
dny, and oause the seat of violence 
to come near; 
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4 That lie upon beds of ivory, and 
atrotch themselves upon their couchcB, 
and cat the lambB out of the flock, 
and tho calves out of the midst of 
tho stall; 

5 That chant to the Bound of the 
viol, and invent to themsolves instru¬ 
ments of muBio, like David; 

6 That drink wine in bowls, and 
anoint themselves with the chief 
ointments; bnt they are not grieved 
for the affliction of Joseph. 

7 Therefore now shall they go oap- 
tive with the first that go captive, 
and the banquet of them that etretched 
themselves shall be removed. 

8 The Lord God hath sworn by him¬ 
self, saith the Lord the God of hosts, 
I abhor the excellency of Jacob, and 
bate his palaces; therefore will I 
deliver up the city with all that is 
therein. 

9 And it 6hall come to pass, if there 
remain ten men in one house, that 
they shall die. 

10 And a man’s imcle shall take 
him up, and he that burneth him, to 
bring out the bones out of tho house, 
and that say unto him that is by the 
sides of the house, Is there yet any 
with thoo? and ho shall say, No. 
Then shall he say, Hold thy tongue ; 
for we may not make mention of the 
name of the Lord. 

11 For, behold, the Lord command- 
eth, and he will smite the great house 
with breaches, and the little house 
with olefts. 

12 Shall horses run upon the rook? 
will one plough there with oxen? for 
ye have turned judgment into gall, 
and the fruit of righteousness into 
hemlock ; 

13 Ye whiah rejoice in a thing of 
naught, which say, Have we not taken 
to uh horns by our own strength ? 

14 But, behold, I will raise up 
against you a nation, 0 house of 
Israel, saith the Lord the God of 


hosts; and they shall affliot you from 
the entering in of Hamath unto the 
river of tbe wilderness. 


CIIAPTER VII. 

The grasshoppers and Vie fire are diverted by 
the prayer of A mos — The, rejection of Israel. 


T HUS hath the Lord God showed 
unto mo ; and, behold, ho formed 


grasshoppers in the beginning of the 
shooting up of the la Her growth ; and. 


lo, it was the latter growth after tbe 
king’s mowings. 

2 And it came to pass, that when 
they had made an end of eating the 
grass of tho land, then I said, 0 Lord 
God, forgive, I beseeoh theo; by 
whom shall Jacob arise ? for he i> 
small. 

3 And the Lord said, concerning 
Jacob, Jacob shall repent for this, 
therefore I will not utterly destroy 
him, saith the Lord. 

4 Thus hath the Lord God showed 
unto me; and, behold, the Lord God 
called to contend by fire, and it de¬ 
voured the great deep, and did eat 
up a part. 

5 Then said I, 0 Lord God, cease. 
I beseech thee; by whom shall Jacob 
arise? for he is small. 

6 And the Lord said, concerning 
Jacob, Jacob shall repent of his 
wickedness; therefore I will nol 
utterly destroy him, saith the Lord 
God. 

7 Thus ho showed me : and, behold 
the Lord stood upon a wall made by 
a plumb-line, with a plumb-line in his 
band, 

8 And tho Lord said unto me, Amos, 
what seeet thou? And I said. A 
plumb-line. Then said the Lord, Be¬ 
hold, I will set a plumb-line in the 
midst of my people Israel; I will no; 
again pass by them any more; 

9 And the high places of Isaac shall 
be desolate, and the sanctuaries of 
Israel shall be laid waste; and I will 
rise against the house of Jeroboam 
with the sword. 

10 Then Atnaziah tbe priest of 
Bethel sent to Jeroboam king of 
Israel, saying. Amos hath conspired 
against thee in tbe midst of the house 
of Israel: the land is not able to 
bear all his words. 

11 For thus Amos sailb, Jeroboam 
shall die by the sword, aud Israel 
shall surely be led away captive out 
of their own land. 

12 Also Amaziah said unto Amos, 
0 thou seer, go, flee thee away into 
the land of Judah, and there eat 
bread, and prophesy there; 

13 But prophesy not again any 
more at Both-el; for it is the king’s 
chapel, and it is the king’s oourt. 

14 Then answered Amos, and said 
to Amaziah, l was no prophet, neither 
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CHAPTER VIII.—IX. 


wus 1 a prophet’s eon ; but I was ft 
hcrdmun, and a gatherer of sycamore 
fruit; 

15 And the Lord took me as I fol¬ 
lowed the flook, and the Lord sftid 
unto mo, Go, prophesy unto my peo¬ 
ple Israel. 

16 Now therefore hear thou the word 
of tho Lord; Thou eayeBt, Prophesy 
not againBt Israel, and drop not thy 
woid against the house of isaao. 

17 Therefore thus eailh the Lord; 
Thy wife shall he a harlot in theoity, 
and Ihy sons and thy daughters shall 
fall by Iho sword, and thy land shall 
ho divided hy lino; and thou shalt 
die in a polluted land; and Israel 
shall surely go into captivity forth 
of his land. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

A basket of sumyner fruit—Oppression t'j 
reproved—A famine qf the ward. 

IIUS hath Iho Lord God showed 
unto mo; and behold a basket 
of summer fruit. 

2 And he said, Amos, what seest 
thou? And I said, A basket of sum¬ 
mer fruit. Then said the Lord unto 
mo, Tho end is coine upon my people 
of Israel; I will not again pass hy 
them any more. 

3 And the songB of the temple shall 
be bowlings in that day, saith the 
Lord Qod; there shall bo many dead 
bodies in every plooe ; they shall oast 
them forth with eilenoe. 

4 Hear this, 0 ye that swallow up 
the needy, even lo make the poor of 
tho land to fail, 

6 Saying, When will the now moon 
be gone, that we may Bell corn ? and 
the sabbath, that we may set forth 
wboat, making tho epbah small, and 
the shekel great, and falsifying tho 
ba'aroes by deceit? 

6 That we may buy the poor for sil¬ 
ver,and the noedy for a pair of shoes; 
yea, and sell tho refuse of the wheat? 

7 The Lord hath sworn by tho ex- 
«ellenoy of Ja<mb, Suiely I will never 
forgot any of their works. 

8 Shall not the land tremble for 
this, and every one mourn that dwcll- 
eth therein ? and it shall rise up 
wholly as a flood; and it Bhall be 
oast out and drowned, as hy the flood 
of Egypt. 

0 Aud it shall come to puss in that 
day, saith tho Lord God, that 1 wit 


cause the sun to go down at uoon, 
and l will darken the earth in tho 

clear day ; 

10 And I will turn your feasts into 
mourning, and all your songs into 
lamentation; and I will bring up 
saokolotb upon all loins, and bald¬ 
ness upon every bead; and I will 
make it as the mourning of an only 
son, and the end thereof ae a hitler 
day. 

11 Behold, the days oome, saith the 
Lord God, that I will send a famine 
in the land, not a famine of bread, 
nor a thirst for water, hut of hearing 
the words of the Lord; 

12 And they shall wander from sea 
to sea, and from the north even to 
the east, they shall run to and fro to 
seek the word of the Lord, and shall 
not find it. 

13 In that day shall the fair virgins 
and young men faint for thirst. 

14 They that swear hy the sin of 
Samaria, and say, Thy god, 0 Dan, 
liveth; and, Tho manner of Recr- 
sheba liveth; even they shall fall, 
and never rise up again. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The certain If/ of the. desolation — The restor¬ 
ing of the tabernacle of David. 

SAW the Lord standing upon the 
altar; and ho said, Smite the lin¬ 
tel of the door, that the posts may 
shako; and cut them in the head, all 
of them; and I will slay the last of 
them with the sword; he that fleetb 
of them shall not flee away, and he 
that esenpeth of them shall not be 
delivered. 

2 Though they dig into hell, thenoe 
shall mine hand take them; though 
they climb up lo heaveD, thenoe will 
I bring them clown; 

3 And though they hide themselves 
in tho top of Carmel, I will searoh 
and tako them out thenoe; and 
though they be hid from my sight in 
the bottom of tho sea, thence will I 
command tbo serpent, and be shall 
bite thorn ; 

4 And though they go into captivity 
beforo their enemies, thenoe will I 
command the sword, and it shall slay 
them ; and I will Bet mine eyes upon 
them for evil, and not for good. 

5 And tho Lord God of hostB is he 
; that touchelh the land, and it shall 
< melt, and all that dwell therein shall 
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mourn ; and it shall rise up wholly 
like a Hood; and shall be drowned, 
as hy the flood of Egypt. 

0 It is he that huildclh his stories 
in Iho heaven, and hath founded bis 
troop in the earth; ho that calleth 
for tne waters of the sea, and poureth 
them out upon the face of the earth ; 
The Lord is his name. 

7 Are ye not as ohildren of the 
Ethiopians nnto me, 0 children of 
Israel ? suith the Lord. Have not 
I brought up Israel out of the land 
of Egypt ? and the Philistines from 
C&phtor, and the SyriAn9 from Kir? 

8 Behold, the eyes of the Lord God 
are upon a sinful kingdom, and I will 
destroy it from off the face of the 
earth ; saving that I will not utterly 
destroy the house of Jacob, saith the 
Lord. 

9 For, lo, I will oommand, and I 
will sift the house of Israel among 
all nations, like as corn is eifted in a 
sieve, yet shall not the least grain 
fall upon the earth. 

10 All the sinners of my people 
shall die hy the sword, which say, 


The evil shall not overtake nor pre 
vent us. 

11 In that day will I raise up the 
tabernacle of David that is fallen, 
and close up the hreachcs thereof; 
and I will raise up his ruinB, and 1 
will build it as in the days of old; 

12 That they may possess the rem¬ 
nant of Edom, and of all the heathen, 
which are called by my name, saith 
the Lord that doeth this. 

13 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the ploughman shall over¬ 
take the reaper, and the treadcr of 
grapes him that soweth seed; and 
the mountains shall drop sweet wine, 
and all the hills shall melt. 

14 And I will bring again the cap 
tivily of my penple of Israel, and 
they shall bnild the waste cities, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and drink the wine tnere 
of; they shall also make gardens, and 
eat the fruit of them. 

15 And I will plant them upon their 
land, and they shall no more be pulled 
up out of their land which I have 
given them, saith the Lord thy God. 
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The destruction of Edom—The salvation of 
Jacob. 

rpHE vision ofObadiah. Thus saith 
X the Lord God concerning Edom: 
We have heard a rumour from the 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent 
among the heathen, Arise ye, and let 
us rise up against her in battle. 

2 Behold, I have made thee small 
among the heathen; thou art greatly 
despised. 

3 The pride of thine heart hath de¬ 
ceived thee, thou that dwellest in the 
olefts of the rook, whose habitation is 
high; that saith in his heart, Who 
shall bring me down to the ground? 

4 Though thou exalt thyself as the 
eagle, and though thou set thy nest 
among the stars, thenoe will I briog 
thee down, Baith the Lord. 

5 If thieves came to thee, if robbers 
by night, (how art thou out off!) 
would they not have stolen till they 
had enough? if the grape-gatherers 
oame to thee, would they not leave 
some grapes? 


6 How are tbe things of Esau 
searched out! how are his hidden 
things sought up! 

7 All the men of thy confederacy 
have brought thee even to the bor¬ 
der; the men that were at peace with 
thee have deceived thee, and prevailed 
against thcc; they that eat thy hread 
have laid a wound under thee: there 
is none understanding in him. 

8 Shall I not in that day, saith the 
Lord, even destroy the wise men out 
of Edom, and understanding out of 
the mount of Esau? 

9 And thy mighty men, 0 Teman, 
shall be dismayed, to the end that 
every one of the mount of Esau may 
be cut off by slaughter. 

10 For thy violence against thy 
brother Jacob shame shall cover thee, 
and thou shnlt be cut off for ever. 

11 In the day that thou etoodeal 
on the other side, in the day that the 
strangers carried away captivo his 
forces, and foreigners entered into 
his gales, and cast lots upon Jerusa- 
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lera, even thou wast as one of them. 

12 But thou shouldcst not have 
looked on the day of ihy brother in 
the day I hat ho became a stranger; 
neither shoutdesl thou have rejoiced 
over the children of Judah in the day 
of their destruction; neither should- 
est thou have spoken proudly in tho 
day of distress. 

13 Thou sbouldest not have entered 
into the goto of nay pcoplo in tho day 
of their calamity; yea, thou shouldest- 
net have looked on their afflicLion in 
tho day of their calamity, nor have 
laid hands on their substance in the 
day of their calamity; 

14 Neither shouldcst thou have stood 
in the crossway, to cut off those of his 
that did escape; neither Bhouldcst 
thou have delivered up those of his 
that did remain in tho day of distress. 

15 For the day of the Lord is near 
upon all the heathen; as thou hast 
done, it shall be done unto thee; thy re- 
wardshnll return upon thine own head. 

1(1 For as yo have drunk upon my 
holy mountain, so shall all the hea¬ 
then drink continually; yea, they shall 
drink, and they shall swallow down, 


and they shall be as though they had 
not been. 

17 But upon mounl Zion shall bo 
deliverance, and there shall be holi¬ 
ness; and llio bouse of Jacob shall 
possess their possessions. 

18 And the house of Jacoh shall be 
a fire, and the house of Joseph a 
flame, and the house of Esau for stub¬ 
ble, and they shall kindlo in them, 
and devour them ; and there shall not 
be any remaining of the house of 
Esau; for the Lord hath spoken it. 

lft And they of the south shall pos¬ 
sess the mount of Esau; and they 
of the plain, the Philistines; and they 
shall possess the fields of Ephraim, 
and the fields of Samaria; and Ben¬ 
jamin shall possess Gilead. 

20 And tho captivity of this host 
of the children of Israel shall possess 
that of the Canaanites, even unto Za- 
rephath; and the captivity of Jeru¬ 
salem, which is in Sepharad, shall 
possess the citios of the south. 

21 And saviours shall como up on 
mount Zion to judge tho mount of 
Esau; and the kingdom shall be the 
Lord's. 
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CHAPTER 1. 

Jonah sent la Nineveh—He it thrown into 
the tea. 

01V tho word of tho Lord came 
unto Jonah, the son of Amitt&i, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go to Nineveh, that great 
city, and ory against it; for their 
wickedness is come up before me. 

3 But Jonah rose up to flee unto 
Tarshish from the preBenco of the 
Lord, and went down to Joppa; and 
he found a ship going to Tarshish; 
bo he paid the taro thereof, and went 
down into it, to go with them unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the 
Lord. 

4 But the Lord sent out a great wind 
into the sea, and there was a mighty 
lompost in the sea, so that the ship 
wub like to be broken. 

5 Then the mariners were afraid, 
and oriod every man unto his god, 
and oast forth tho wares that wero 
*n tho Bhip into the sea, to lighten il 


of them. Bui Jonah was gone down 
into the sides of the ship, and he lay, 
and was fast asleep. 

6 So the shipmaster came to him, 
and said unto him, What meanest 
thou, 0 sleepor? arise, oall upon thy 
God, if so be that God will think upon 
us, that we perish not. 

7 And they said every one to his 
fellow, Come, and let us oaBt lots, that 
we may know for whose cau9e this 
evil is upon us. So they oast lots, 
and tho lot fell upon Jonah. 

8 Thon said they unto him, Tell us, 
we pray thee, for whose cause this evil 
is upon us; What is thine oooup&tion ? 
and whence cornest thou? what is thy 
country ? and of what people art thouf 

ft And be said unto them, I am a 
llebrow; and I fear tho Lord, the God 
of heaven, whioh hath made the sea 
and the dry land. 

10 Thon were the men exceedingly 
afraid, and said unto him, Why hast 
thou done this? For the men knew 
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that he fled from the prceenoe of the 
Lord, because he bad fold them. 

11 Then eaid they unto him, What 
shall we do untu thee, that the sea 
may be calm unto us? for the sea 
wrought, and was tempestuous. 

12 And ho said unto them. Take 
mo up, and cast me forth into the 
sea; so shall the sea be calm onto 
you; for I know that for my sake 
this great tempeBt is upon you. 

13 Nevertheless the men rowed hard 
to bring it to tbe land; but they 
could not; for the sea wrought, and 
was tempestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto the 
Lord, and eaid, We heseech thee, 0 
Lord, we beseech thee, let us not 
perish for this man's life, and lay not 
upon us innocent blood; for thou, 0 
Lord, hast done as it pleased thee. 

15 So they took up Jonah, and cast 
him forth into the sea; and the sea 
ceased from her raging. 

10 Then the men feared the Lord 
exceedingly, and offered a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, and made vows. 

17 Now the Lord had prepared a 
groat fish to swallow up Jonah. And 
Jonah was in the holly of the fish 
three days and three nights. 

CHAPTER II. 

The prayer oj Jonah —He is delivered from 
the fish. 

T HEN Jonah prayed unto the 
Lord his God out of the fish’s 
belly, 

2 And said, I cried by reason of 
mine affliction unto the Lord, and ho 
heard me; out of the belly of hell 
oried I, and thou heardest my voice. 
3 For thou hadst cast me into the 
deep, in the midst of the seas; and 
the floods compassed me about: all 
thy hillows and thy waves passed 
over me. 

4 Then I said, I am oast out of thy 
sight; yet 1 will look again toward 
thy holy temple. 

6 The waters oompassod me about, 
even to the soal; the depth olosed 
me round About, the weeds were 
wrapped about my head. 

0 1 went down to the bottoms of 
the mountains; the earth with her 
bars was about me for ever; yet hast 
thou brought up my life from cor¬ 
ruption, 0 Lord my God. 

7 When my soul fainted within mo 


I remembered the Lord; and my 
prayer came in unto thee, into thine 
holy temple. 

8 They that observe tying vanities 
forsake their own mercy. 

9 But I will sacrifice unto thee with 
the voice of thanksgiving; I will pay 
that that I have vowed. Salvation 
is of the Lord. 

10 And the Lord spake unto the 
fish, and it vomited out Jonah apon 
tbe dry land. 

CHAPTER III. 

Jonah preachelh to the Xinert Us—Thar re 
pentanes. 

A ND the word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah the second time, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great 
city, and preach unto it the preach¬ 
ing that I bid thee. 

3 So Jonah arose, and went unto 
Nineveh, according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was an ex¬ 
ceeding great city of three days’ 
journey. 

4 And Jonah began to enter into the 
city a day’s journey, and he cried, 
and said. Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
shall he overthrown. 

5 So the people of Nineveh believed 
God, and proclaimed a fast, and put 
on sackcloth, from the greatest of 
them even to the least of them. 

6 For word came unto the king of 
Nineveh, and he arose from his 
throne, and he laid his robe from him, 
and covered him with eaokelotb, and 
sat in ashes. 

7 And he caused it to be proclaimed 
and published through Nineveh by 
the decree of the king and his nobles, 
saying, Let neither man nor beast, 
herd nor flock, taste any thing; let 
them not feed, nor drink water; 

8 But let man and heast be covered 
with Backcloth, and cry mightily unto 
God ; yea, let them turn every one 
from his evil way, and from Ihe 
violence that is in their hands. 

9 Wbo can tell, if we will repent, 
and turn unto God, but he will turn 
away from us his fierce anger, that 
we perish Dot? 

10 And God saw their works that 
they turned from their evil way and 
repented ; and God turned away the 
evil that he had said he wnaJd bring 
upon then'. 
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CHAPTER IT 

Jonah reproved by the type 0/a gourd, 
UT it displeased Jonah exceed¬ 
ingly, and he was very angry. 

2 And lie prayed unto ihe Lord, and 
said, I pray thee, 0 Lord, was not 
this my saying, when X was yet in 
my oountry ? Therefore I fled before 
onto Tarshish; for I knew that thou 
art a gracious Qod, and merciful, 
alow to anger, and of groat kindness, 
and repentest thee of the evil, 

3 Therefore now, 0 Lord, take, X 
beseeoh Ihee, my life from me ; for 
it is belter for me to die than to 
live. 

4 Then said the Lord, Doest Ihou 
well to be angry ? 

6 So Jonah went out of the city, and 
sat on the oast side of the city, and 
there made him a booth, and sat 
under it in the shadow, till he might 
see what would beoorae of tho city. 

0 And tho Lord God prepared a 
gourd, and made it lo come up over 
Jonah, that it might be a shadow 
over bis head, to deliver him from 
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his grief. So Jonah was exceeding 
glad of tho gourd. 

7 But God prepared a worm whon 
the morning rose the next day, and 
it smote the gourd that it withered. 

8 And it camo to pass, whon the 
sun did arise, that God prepared a 
vehement cast wind; and the sun 
beat upon tho head of Jonah, thAt he 
faintca, and wished in himself to die, 
and said, It is hotter for me to die 
than to live. 

9 And God said to Jonah, Doetl 
thou well to be angry for the gourd ? 
And he said, I do well to be angry, 
even unto death. 

10 Then said the Lord, Thou hasl 
had pity on tho gourd, for the which 
thou hast not laboured, neither madest 
it grow; which came up in a night, 
and perished in a night; 

11 And should not I spare Nineveh, 
that great city, wherein are more 
than six-score thousand persons that 
cannot discern between their right 
hand and their left hand ; and also 
much cattle ? 
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CHAPTER I. 

The urrath of Qod against Jacob for idolatry. 
rnilE word of the Lord that carne 
X to Micah the Morasthite in the 
days of Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezckiah, 
kings of Judah, which he saw con¬ 
cerning Samaria and Jerusalem. 

2 Hear, all ye peoplo; hearken, 0 
earth, and all that therein is ; and let 
tho Lord God be witness against you, 
tho Lord from his holy temple. 

3 For, behold, tho Lord comoth forth 
out of hia place, and will oome down, 
and tread upon the high places of 
the earth. 

4 And tho mountains shall bo molten 
ardor him, and tho valloys shall be 
cleft, as wax before tho Are, and as 
the waters that are poured down a 
steep place. 

6 flor tho transgression of Jacob is 
all this, and for the sins of the house 
of Israel. What is tho transgression 
of Jacob? is it not Samaria? and 
what are the high places of Judah? 
are they not Jerusalem? 

fl Therefore I will mako Samaria as 


a heap of tho held, and as plantings 
of a vineyard ; and I will pour down 
the stones thereof into the valley, and 
X will discoverthe foundations thereof. 

7 And all the graven images thereof 
shall be beaten to pieoes, and all the 
hires thereof shall be burned with 
the Are, and all tho idols thereof will 
I lay desolate; for she gathered it of 
tho hire of a harlot, and they Bhall 
return to tho hire of a harlot. 

8 Therefore I will wail and howl, 1 
will go stripped and naked; I will 
make a wailing like tho dragons, and 
mourning as (he owls, 

9 For her wound is inourable; for 
it is come unto Judah ; he is oome 
unto the gato of my people, even to 
Jerusalem. 

10 Deolare ye it not at Gath, weep 
yo not at all; in the house of Apbran 
roll thyself in tho dust. 

11 Pass yo away, thou inhabitant 
of Saphir, having thy shamo naked; 
the inhabitant of Zaanan oame not 
forth in the mourning of Beth-eiel; 
he shall receive of you his standing. 
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12 For tbe inhabitant of M&roth 
wailed carefolly for good ; but evil 
name down from the Lord unto the 
gate of Jerusalem. 

13 0 thou inhabitant of Laohisb, 
bind the chariot to the swift beast; 
she is the beginning of the sin to the 
daughter of Zion; for the transgres¬ 
sions of Israel were found in thee. 

14 Therefore shalt thou give pres¬ 
ents to Moresheth-galh; the houses 
of Aohzih shall he a lie to the kings 
of Israel. 

15 Yet will I bring an heir unto 
thee, 0 inhabitant of Mareshah ; he 
shall come unto Adullam the glory 
of Israel. 

16 Make thee bald, and poll thee for 
thy delicate children; enlarge thy 
baldness as the eagle; for they are 
gone into captivity from thee. 

CHAPTER II. 

A reproof of injustice and idolatry—A pro¬ 
mise of restoring. 

OE to them that devise iniquity, 
and work evil upon their beds! 
when the morning is light, they prac¬ 
tise it, because it is in the power of 
their hand. 

2 And they covet fields, and take 
them by violence; and houses, and 
take them away; so they oppress a 
man and his house, even a man and 
his heritage. 

3 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, against this family do I de¬ 
vise an evil, from which ye shall not 
remove your necks ; neither shall ye 
go haughtily ; for this time is evil. 

4 In that day shall one take up a 
parable against yon, and lament with 
a doleful lamentation, and say, We 
be utterly spoiled; he hath changed 
the portion of my people; bow hath 
he removed it from me! turning away 
he hath divided onr fields. 

5 Therefore thou shalt have none 
that Bhall cast a cord hy lot in tbe 
congregation of tbe Lord. 

6 Prophesy ye not, say they to them 
that prophesy ; they shall not proph¬ 
esy to them, that they shall not take 
shame. 

7 0 thou that art named The house 
of Jacob, is tbe Spirit of the Lord 
Btraitened? are these his doings? do 
not my words do good to him that 
walketh uprightly 7 

8 Even of late my people is risen 


up as an enemy ; ye pull off the robe 
with the garment from them that 
pass by securely as men averse from 
war. 

9 The women of my people have ye 
cast out from their pleasant honeei; 
from their children have ye taken 
away my glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, aud depart; for this is 
not your rest; hecausc it is polluted, 
it Bhall destroy you, even with a sore 
destruction. 

11 If a man walking in the spirit 
and falsehood do lie, saying, I will 
prophesy unto Ihce of wine and of 
strong drink; he shall even be the 
prophet of this people. 

12 I will surely assemble, 0 Jacob, 
all of thee; I will surely gather tho 
remnant of Israel; I will put them 
together as the sheep of Bozrah, as 
the flock in the midst of their fold; 
they shall make great noise by rea¬ 
son of the multitude of men. 

13 The breaker is come np before 
them ; they have broken up, and have 
passed through the gate, and are 
gone out by it; and tbeir king ebsl! 
pass before them, and the Lord oi 
the head of them. 

CHAPTER III. 

Cruelly of the priTtces—Falsehood of the 
prophets. 

A ND I said, Hear, I pray you, 0 
heads of Jacob, and ye princr* 
of the house of Israel; Is it not for 
you to know judgment? 

2 Who hate tbe good, and love the 
evil: who pluck off their skin from 
off them, and their flesh from off 
their bones ; 

3 Who also eat the flesh of my peo 
pie, and flay their skin from off them ; 
and they break their bones, and chop 
them in pieoes, as for the pot, and m 
flesh within the oaldron. 

4 Then shall they cry unto tbe 
Lord, hut he will not hear them ; he 
will even hide his face from them 
at that time, as they have behaved 
themselves ill in their doings. 

5 Thus eaith the Lord concerning 
the prophets that make my people 
err, that hite with their teeth, and 
ory, Peace; and he that pntteth not 
into their mouths, they even prepare 
war against him; 

6 Therefore night shall be onto 
you, that yo shall not have a vision ; 
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Mid It shall be dark an to you, that 
ye shall not divine ; and tbo sun shall 
go down over the prophets, and the 
day shall bo dark over them. 

7 Then shall the seers he ashamed, 
and the diviners confounded; yea, 
they Bhall all cover their lips; for 
there is no answer of God. 

8 But truly I am full of power hy 
Hie Spirit of the Lord, and of judg¬ 
ment, and of might, to declare unto 
Jacob his transgression, and to Israel 
his sin. 

9 Hear this, I pray you, ye heads 
of the house of Jacob, and princes 
of the houso of Israel, that abhor 
judgment, and pervert all equity. 

10 They build up Zion with blood, 
and Jerusalem with iniquity. 

11 The heads thereof judge for To¬ 
ward, and the priests thereof teach for 
hire, and the prophets thereof divine 
for money; yet will they lean upon 
the Lord, and say, Is not the Lord 
among us ? none ovil can come upon us. 

12 Therefore shall Zion for your 
sake be ploughed as a field, and Jeru¬ 
salem shall become heaps, and the 
mountain of the house as the high 
places of the forest. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The glory, peace, and ei'ctory of Israel. 
UT in the last days it Bhall come 
to pass, that the mountain of the 
house of the Lord shall be establish¬ 
ed in the top of the mountains, and 
it shall be exalted above the hills; 
nnd people shall flow unto it. 

2 And many nations shall come, 
and say, Come, end let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, and to 
the house of the God of Jacob ; and 
ho will teach us of his ways, and we 
will walk in his paths ; for the law 
shall go forth of Zion, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem. 

3 And he shall judge among many 
people, and rebuke strong nations 
afar off ; and they Bhall beat their 
swords into plough-shares, and their 
spears into pruning-hooks; nation 
shnll not lift, up a sword against, na¬ 
tion, neither shall they learn war any 
more. 

4 But they Bhall sit every man 
under his vine and under his fig tree; 
and none shall make them afraid; 
for the mouth of the Lord of hosts 
hath spoken it. 


5 For all people will walk every 
one in the name of his god, and we 
will walk in the name of the Lord 
our God for ever and ever. 

0 In that day, saith the Lord, will 
I assemble her that balteth, and I 
will gather her that is driven out, 
and her that I have afflicted; 

7 And I will mftko her that halted 
a remnant, and her that was cast far 
o(T a strong nation ; and the Lord 
Bhall reign over them in mount Zion 
from henceforth, even for ever. 

8 And thou, 0 tower of the flock, 
the strong hold of the daughter of 
Zion, unto thee shall it come, eveu 
the first dominion; the kingdom shall 
come to the daughter of Jerusalem. 

9 Now why dost thou cry out aloud; 
is there no king in thee? is thy coun¬ 
sellor perished ? for pangs have taken 
thee as a woman in travail. 

10 Be in pain, and labour to bring 
forLh, 0 daughter of Zion, like a wo¬ 
man in travail; for now sbalt thou 
go forth out of the city, and thou sbalt 
dwell in the field, and thou sbalt go 
oven to Babylon; there sbalt thou he 
delivered; there the Lord shall redeem 
theo from the hand of thine enemies. 

11 Now also many nations are ga¬ 
thered against thee, that say, Let her 
be defiled, and let our eye look upon 
Zion. 

12 But they know not the thoughts 
of the Lord, neither understand they 
hia counsel; for he shall gather them 
as the sheaves into the floor. 

13 Arise nnd thresh, 0 daughter of 
Zion ; for I will make thine horn iron, 
and I will make thy hoofs brass; and 
thou ahalt heat in pieces many people : 
and I will oonseorate their gam unto 
tho Lord, and their substanoe unto 
tbo Lord of the whole earth. 

CHAPTER V. 

77if birth of Christ—Remnant of Jacob. 
OW gather thyself in troops, 0 
daughter of troops; be hath laid 
siege ngninst us; they shall smite the 
judge of Israel with a rod upon the 
cheek. 

2 But thou, Beth lehem Epbratab, 
though thou be little among the thou¬ 
sands of Judah, yet out of tbee shall 
ho come forth unto me that Is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from everlast¬ 
ing.

3 Therefore will he give them up, 
until the time that she which travail- 
eth hath brought forth; then the rem¬ 
nant of his brethren shall return unto 
the children of Israel. 

4 And he shall stand and feed in 
the strength of the Lord, in the ma¬ 
jesty of the name of the Lord his 
Clod; and they shall ahidc; for now 
shall he be great unto the ends of the 
earth. 

5 And this man shall be the peace, 
when the Assyrian shall como into 
our land; and when he shall tread 
in our palaoes, then shall we raise 
against him seven shepherds, and 
eight principal men. 

6 And they shall waste the land of 
Assyria with the sword, and the land 
of Nimrod in the entrances thereof; 
thus shall he deliver us from tho As¬ 
syrian, when ho cometh into our land, 
and when he treadeth within our bor¬ 
ders. 

7 And the remnant of Jacob shall be 
in the midst of many people »s a dew 
from the Lord, as the showers upon 
the grass, that tarrieth not for man, 
nor waitoth for tho sons of men. 

0 And the remnant of Jacob shall 
be among the Gentiles in the midst 
of many people, as a lion among the 
beasts of the forest, as a young lion 
among the flocks of sheep; who, if 
ho go through, both treaaeth down, 
and tearcth in pieces, and none can 
deliver.

10 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord, that I will cut 
off thy horses out of the midst of thee, 
and 1 will destroy thy chariots; 

11 And I will cut off tho cities of thy 
land, and throw down all thy strong 
holds; 

12 And I will cut off witchcrafts out 
of thine hand; and thou shalt have 
no more soothsayers; 

13 Thy graven images also will I 
out off, and thy standing images out 
of the midst of theo; and thou shalt 
no more worship the work of thine 
bands. 

14 And I will pluok up thv groves 
out of the midst of thee; so will 1 de¬ 
stroy thy oities. 

1A And I will oxecuto vengeance in 


anger and fury upon the licathcn, suck 
os (hey have not heard.

EAR yc now what the Lord saith; 
Arise, contend thou hefore the 
mountains, and let the hills hear thy 
voice. 

2 Hear ye, 0 mountains, the Lord’s 
controversy, and ye strong founda 
tions of the earth ; for the Lord hath 
a controversy with his people, and b» 
will plead with Israel. 

3 0 my people, what have I done 
unto thee? and wherein have I wen 
ried thee? .testify against me. 

4 For I brought thee up out of (h. 
land of Egypt, and redeemed thee 
out of the house of servants; and 1 
sent hefore thee Moses, Aaron, and 
Miriam. 

5 0 my people, rememher now whr.i 
Balak king of Moab consulted, and 
what Balaam the son of Bcor answered 
him from Shittim unto Gilgal; that 
yo may know the righteousness of 
the Lord. 

6 Wherewith shall I come hefore l hr 
Lord, and bow inysclf before the high 
God? shall I come hefore him with 
burnt offerings, with calves of a V'-ai 
old? 

7 Will the Lord ho pleased vvi'h 
thousands of rams, or with ten thou 
sands of rivers of oil? shall I giv* 
my first-born for my transgression, 
tho fruit of my body for the sin id 
my soul ? 

9 He hath showed thee, 0 man, wlnr 
is good : and what doth the Lord re 
quire of Ihce, but to do justly, ami it* 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God ? 

9 The Lord’s voice crieth unto (lie 
city, and the man of wisdom shall sc: 
thy name; hoar ye the rod, and whu 
hath appointed it. 

10 Arc thero yot thu treasures of 
wickedness in the houso of tho wiokod. 
and the scant measure that is aboini 
nahlc ? 

11 Shall I count them pure with the 
wicked balances, and with tho bag of 
deceitful weights? 

12 For tho rich men thereof are full 
of violence, and the inhabitants thero- 
of have spokon lies, and their tongue 
is deceitful in their mouth. 
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13 Therefore also will I make thee 
eiok in smiting thco, in making thee 
desolalc hecauee of Iby sins. 

14 Thou ehalt oat, but not be satis¬ 
fied; and thy oasting down shall be 
in the midst of thee; and tbou ehalt 
take hold, but ehalt not deliver; and 
that whiob thou delivereBt will I give 
up to tbo sword. 

15 Tbou Bhalt sow, but thou shnlt 
□ot reap; thou shalt tread tho olives, 
but thou ehalt not anoint thee with 
oil; and sweet wine, but ehalt not 
drink wine. 

16 For tbo statutes of Omri are kept, 
and all the works of the house of 
Ahah, and yo walk in their counsols; 
that I should make tbee a desolation, 
and tbe inhabitants thereof a hissing; 
therefore ye shall bear tbe reproaoh 
of my people.

The general corruption — TYutt not in man, 
but in God. 

OE is me! for I am as when 
they have gathered tho summer 
fruits, as tho grape gleanings of the 
vintage; there is no cluster to eat; 
my soul desired the first ripe fruit. 

2 The good man is perisnod out of 
the earth; and thcro is none upright 
among nion : they all lie in wait for 
blood; they hunt every man his bro¬ 
ther with a net. 

3 That they may do evil with both 
hands earnestly, tho prince asketh, 
DDd tbe judge asketh fora reward; 
and tho groat man, ho utterelh his 
misohiovous desire: so they wrap it up. 

4 The best of them is as a brier; the 
most upright is sharper than a thorn 
hedgo; the day of thy watohmen and 
thy visitation comoth; now shall bo 
their perplexity. 

5 Trust ye not in a friend, put ye 
not oonfidenco in a guide; keep the 
doors of thy mouth from hor that lieth 
In thy bosom. 

0 For the eon dishonoured the fa¬ 
ther, the daughter riseth up against 
hor mother, the daughter-in-law 
against her mother-in-law; a man’s 
enemies arc tho mon of his own house. 

7 Therefore I will look unto the 
Lord; I will wait for the God of my 
salvation ; my God will hear me. 

8 Rejoice not against me, 0 wine 
•neray; whon f fall,! shall arise; 


when I sit in darkness, the Lord shall 
be a light unto me. 

9 I will boar the indignation of the 
Lord, because I have sinned against 
him, until be plead my cause, and ei- 
ecute judgment for me ; he will bring 
me forth to the light, and I shall he- 
hold his righteousness. 

10 Then she that is mine enemy 
shall see it, and shame shall oover 
her whioh said unto me, Where is 
tho Lord thy God ? mine eyes shall 
behold her; now shall she be trodden 
down as the mire of the streets. 

11 In the day that thy walls are to 
be built, in that day shall the deoree 
be far removed. 

12 -In that day also he shall come 
even to thee from Assyria, and from 
the fortified oitics, and from the fort¬ 
ress *von to the river, and from Boa 
to sea, and from mountain to moun¬ 
tain. 

13 Notwithstanding, the land shall 
be desolato because of them that 
dwell therein, for the fruit of their 
doings. 

14 Foed thy people with thy rod, tho 
flock of thine heritage, which dwell 
solitarily in the wood, in the midst 
of Carmel; let them feed in Bashac 
and Gilead, as in the days of old. 

15 According to the days of thy 
coming out of the land of Egypt will 
I show unto him marvellous things. 

16 The nations shall see and be 
confounded at all their might; they 
shall lay thoir hand upon their mouth, 
their cars shall be deaf. 

17 They shall liok the duBt like a 
sorpont, they Bhall move out of their 
holes like worms of the earth; they 
shall be afraid of the Lord our God, 
and shall fear bocauso of thee. 

18 Who is a God like uuto thee, that 
pardoneth iniquity, and passeth by 
the transgression of the remnant of 
his heritage? he rctaineth not his 
angor for ever, because he doligbteth 
in mercy. 

19 He will turn again, he will have 
compassion upon us; he will subdue 
our iniquities ; and thou wilt oast all 
their sins into the depths of the sea. 

20 Thou wilt perform the truth to 
Jnoob, and tbe mercy to Ahrahatn, 
which tbou hast sworn nnto our fa¬ 
thers from tbe days of old.

2 God is jealons, and the Lord re- 
vengeth; the Lord revengcth, and is 
furious; the Lord will take vengeance 
on his adversaries, And he reservetb 
wrath for hie enemies. 

3 The Lord ie Blow to anger, and 
great in power, and will not at All 
acquit the wicked; the Lord bath his 
way in the whirlwind ADd in the 
storm, and the cloude are the dust of 
hie feet. 

4 He rebuketb the sea, and maketh 
it dry, and drietb np all the rivers ; 
Bashan langnisheth, and Carmel, and 
the flower of Lebanon languishcth. 

5 The mountains quake at him, and 
the hills melt, and the earth is hurned 
at his presence, yea, the world, and 
all that dwell therein. 

6 Who can stand before his indig¬ 
nation ? and who can ahide in the 
fierceness of his anger? his fury is 
poured out like fire, and the rocks 
are thrown down hy him. 

7 The Lord is good, a strong hold 
in the day of trouble ; and he hnow- 
elh them that trust in him. 

8 But with an overrunning flood he 
will make an utter eDd of the place 
thereof, and darkness shall pursue 
his enemies. 

9 What do you imagine against the 
Lord 7 he will make an ntter end; 
affliction shall not rise up the seoond 
time. 

10 For while thr.y be folded together 
as thorns, and while they are drunken 
as drunkards, they shall be devoured 
ae stubble fully dry. 

11 There is one come out of thee, 
that imagineth evil against the Lord, 
a wicked oonnsellor. 

12 Thns eaith tbe Lord; Though 
they be quiet, and likewise many, yet 
thns shall they be cut down, when 
be shall pass through. Though 1 
have afflioted thee, I will afflict theo 
no more. 

13 For now will I break his yoke 
from off thee, and will burst thy 
bonds in sunder. 


14 And the Lord hath given a com 
m&Ddment concerning thee, that no 
more of thy name be sown ; ont of 
the house of thy gods will I cut off 
tbe graven image and the molten 
image; I will make thy grave; foi 
thou art vile. 

15 Behold upon the mountains the 
feet of him that hringeth good tid¬ 
ings, that pnblisheth peace; 0 Jo 
dah, keep thy solemn feasts, perform 
thy vows; for the wicked shall v 
more pass through thcc ; he is utterly 
cut off. 

CHAPTER II. 

J7ie ridrm'rrur armies against Xisiarh. 

E that da'hcth in pieces is come 
up before thy face: keep the mu¬ 
nition, watch ihc way, make thy loins 
strong, fortify thy power mightily. 

2 For the Lord hath turned away 
the excellency of Jacoh, as the ex¬ 
cellency of Israel; for the emptier* 
have emptied them out, and marred 
their vine hrarches.

6 The gates of the rivers shall he 
opened, and the palace shall he dis¬ 
solved. 

7 And Hnxcah shall be led away 
captive, she shall he hrought np, and 
her maids shall lead her as with the 
voice of doves, tabering upon their 
hreasts. 

8 But Nineveh is of old like a p »o. 
of water; yet they shall flee away. 
Stand, stand, shall they cry; but 
none shall look hack. 

9 Take ye the spoil of silver, take 
the spoil of gold ; for there is none 
end of the store and glory out of all 
the pleasant furniture. 



CHAPTER III. 


10 Sho is empty, and void, and I 
waste; aud the heart meltcth, and 
the knees smile together, and much 
pain is in uU loins, and the faces of 
them all gather blackness. 

11 Where is the dwelling of the 
lion b, and the food ing- pi ace of the 
young lions, where the lion, even the 
old lion, walked, and tho lion's wholp, 
and nono mode them afraid? 

12 Tho lion did tear in pieces 
enough for his whelps, aud strangled 
for his lionesses, and filled his holes 
with proy, and his dons with ravin. 

13 Behold, I ain against thee, aailh 
the Lord of hosts, and I will burn her 
chariots in Lho smoko, and tho sword 
shall devour *hy young lions; and I 
will cut olT thy prey from the earLh, 
and tho voice of thy messengers shall 
no more be heard. 

CHAPTER III. 

The miserable rum of Nineveh. 

OK to the bloody city! it is all 
full of lies and robbery ; the 
prey deparlcth not; 

2 Tho noise of a whip, and the noise 
of the rattling of the wheels, and of 
the prancing horses, and of the jump¬ 
ing chariots. 

3 The borsomnn lifteth up both tho 
bright sword and tho glittering spoar; 
and there is a multitude of slain, and 
a great number of carcasses; and 
thore is uone end of their corpses;

4 Because of the multitude of the 
whoredoms of tho well-favoured harlot, 
tho mistress of witchcrafts, tbatselleth 
nations through her whoredoms, and 
families through her witchcrafts. 

5 Behold, I am against thee, saith 
the Lord of hosts; and I will dis- 
oovor thy skirts upon thy faoe, and I 
will show the nations thy nakedness, 
and the kingdoms thy shame. 

0 And I will cast abominable filth 
upon thee, and make theo vile, aud 
will set thco as a gazing-stook. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that All 
they that look upon thee shall flee 
from thee, and say, Nineveh is laid 
waste , who will bernoau her ? wlionoe 
shall I seek comforters for theo ? 

S Art thou bettor than populous No, 
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that was situate among the rivers, 
that had lho waters round about it, 
whose rampart was the sea, and her 
wall was from the sea? 

9 Ethiopia and Egypt were hor 
strength, and it was infinite ; Put and 
Lubim were thy helpers. 

10 Yot was sbe carried away, she 
went into captivity ; her young chil¬ 
dren also were dashed in pieces at 
tho top of all the streets; and they 
cast lots for her honourable men, 
and all her great men were bound in 
chains. 

11 Thou also shalt be drunken; 
thou Bhalt be hid, thou also shalt 
seek strength because of the enemy. 

12 All thy strong holds shall belike 
fig trees with tho first ripe figs; if 
they he shaken, they shall even fall 
into Lhe mouth of the eator. 

13 Behold, thy people in the midst 
of thee are women ; tho gates of thy 
land shall be set wide open unto thine 
enemies; the lire shall devour thy bars. 

14 Draw thee waters for tho siege, 
fortify thy strong holds; go into clay, 
and tread tho mortur, rnako strong 
the brickkiln. 

15 There shall the fire devour thee; 
the sword shall out thee off, it shall 
eat thee up like the eaukorworm; 
make thyself many as the canker- 
worm, make thyself many as the 
loousts. 

16 Thou haBt multiplied thy mer¬ 
chants above the stars of heavens; 
the caukerworm spoiloth, and fleeth 
away. 

17 Thy crowned are as the loousts, 
and thy captains as the great grass¬ 
hoppers, which camp in the hedges 
in the cold day, but when the sun 
ariseth they flee away, and their 
place is not known where thoy are. 

18 Thy shephords slumber, 0 king 
of Assyria; thy nobles shall dwell in 
the dust; thy people is scattered 
upon the mountains, and no man 
gathercth them. 

19 Thore is no healing of thy bruiso; 
thy wound is grievous ; all that hear 
the bruit of thee Bhall clap the h&nda 
over theo; for upon whom hath not 
thy wickedness passed oontiuually? 
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CHAPTER I. 

Habakkuk it thovxd the fearful vengeance 
by the Chaldeans. 

HE burden which Habakkuk the 
prophet did ece. 

2 0 Lord, how long shall I cry, and 
thou wilt not hear ! even cry out unto 
thee of violence,and thou wi It not save! 

3 Why dost thou show me iniquity, 
and cause me to behold grievance? 
for spoiling and violence are before 
me; and there are that raise up strife 
and contention. 

4 Therefore the Iaw is Blacked, and 
judgment doth never go forth; for 
the wicked doth compass about the 
righteous; therefore wrong judgment 
proceedeth. 

5 Behold yo among the heathen, 
and regard, &Dd wonder marvellously; 
for I will work a work in your days, 
which ye will not believe, though it 
be told you. 

6 For, lo, I raise np the Chaldeans, 
that bitter and hasty nation, which 
shall march through the breadth of 
the land, to possess the dwelling- 
places that arc not theirs. 

7 They are terrible and dreadful; 
their judgment and their dignity shall 
proceed of themselves. 

8 Their horses also are swifter than 
the leopards, and are more fierce 
than the evening wolves; and their 
horsemen shall spread themselves, 
and their horsemen shall come from 
far; they shall fly as the eagle that 
basteth to eat. 

9 They Bhall come all for violence; 
their faces shall sup up as the east 
wind, and they shall gather the cap¬ 
tivity as the sand. 

10 And they shall scoff at the kings, 
and the princes shall be a acorn unto 
them ; they shall deride every strong 
hold; for they shall heap dust, and 
take it. 

11 Then shall his mind change, and 
he shall pasB over, and offend, impu¬ 
ting this hi9 power unto his god. 

12 Art thou not from everlasting, 0 
Lord my God, mine Holy One? We 
•hall not die. Q Lord, thou hast 
ordained them for judgmont; and, 0 
mighty God, thou hast established 
them for correction. 


13 Thou art of purer eyes than to 
behold evil, and const not look on 
iniquity ; wherefore lookeat tbou upon 
them that deal treacherously, and 
holdest thy tongue when the wicked 
devoureth the man that is more right¬ 
eous than he ? 

14 And makeat men as the fishes of 
the Bea, as the creeping things, that 
have no ruler over them ? 

15 They take up all of them with 
the angle, they catch them in their 
net, and gather them in tbeir drag; 
therefore they rejoice and are glad. 

16 Therefore they sacrifice nnt-, 
their net, and bnrn incense unto their 
drag; because by them their portiou 
is fat, and their meat plenteous. 

17 Shall they therefore empty their 
net, and not spare continually to sin y 
the nations ? 

CHAPTER II. 

The judgment far unsatiableness, covetous 
ne*r, cruelty, drvnkamest, and idolatry. 
WILL stand upon my watch, and 
set me upon the tower, and will 
watch to see wbat he will say unto 
me, and what I shall answer when I 
am reproved. 

2 And the Lord answered me, and 
said. Write the vision, and make i» 
plain upon tables, that he may run 
that readeth it. 

3 For the vision is yet for an 
appointed time, but at the end it 
shall Epeak, and not lie; though it 
tarry, wait for it; hecau9e it will 
surely come, it will not tarry.

him all nations, and heapeth unto him 
all people; 

6 Shall not all these take up a para 
ble against him, and a taunting pro¬ 
verb against him, and eay, Woe to 
him that incrcaseth that which is not 
his! how long ? and to him that ladeth 
himself with thick clay! 

7 Shall they not rise up suddenly 
that shall bite thee, and awake that 
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CHAPTER HI. 


•hall vox thoe, and thou Bhalt be Tor 
booties unto them ? 

8 Because thoa hast spoiled many 
nations, nil the remnant of the peo- 

le shall spoil thee; because of men's 

loud, and for Lho violenoe of the land, 
of lho city, and of all that dwell 
therein. 

9 Woe to him that oovetetb an evil 
oovelousncss to his bouse, that be 
may sot his nest on high, that he may 
he delivered from the power of evil! 

10 Thou hast consulted shame to 
thy house by cutting off many people, 
and hast sinned against thy soul. 

11 For tho stone shall cry out of the 
wall, and the beam out of the timber 
shall answer it. 

12 Woo to him that bulldelh a town 
with blood, and established a city 
by iniquity. 

13 Behold, is it not of the Lord of 
hosts that tho people shall labour 
in tho very firo, and the people shall 
weary themselves for very vanity? 

14 For the earth shall be filled with 
lho knowledge of the glory of tho 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea. 

15 Woo unto him that giveth his 
neighbour drink, that puttest thy hot* 
tie to him, and makest him drunken 
also, that thou mayest look on their 
nakedness! 

16 Thou an filled with shame for 
glory; drink thou also, and lot thy 
foreskin be uncovered; tho cup of tho 
Lord’s right hand shall he turned 
unto thee ,and shameful spewing shall 
be on thy glory. 

17 For tho violence of Lebanon shall 
cover thoe, and the spoil of beasts, 
whioh made them afraid, because of 
men’s blood, and for the violence of the 
land, of tho oity, and of all that dwell 
therein. 

18 What profited tho graven iumge 
that tho rnakor thereof hath graven 
It; the molten image, and a teacher 
of lies, that the maker of his work 
trusted therein, to make dumb idols? 

ID Woe unto him that said to the 
wood, Awake; to tho dutuh stone, 
Arise, it shall teach I Behold, it is 
laid over with gold and silver, and 
there is no breath at all in the midst 
of it. 

20 But the Lord is in his holy 
temple; let all the earth keep silence 
before him.

hills did bow; his ways are everlast- 
ing. 

7 I saw tho tents of CuBhan in 
affliction; and the curtains of the 
land of Midian did tremblo. 

8 Was tho Lord displeased against 
the rivore? was thine anger against 
the rivers? was thy wrath against the 
sea, that thou didst ride upon thine 
horses and thy chariots of salvation? 

9 Thy bow waB made quite naked, 
according to the oaths of tho tribes, 
even tby word. Selah. Thou didst 
cleave the earth with rivers. 

10 Tho mountains Baw thee, and 
they trembled ; the overflowing of the 
water passed by; the deep uttered his 
voice, and lifted up his hands on high. 

11 The sun and moon stood still in 
their hnbitnliou; at tho light of thine 
arrows they went, and at the Bhining 
of thy glittering spear. 

12 Thou didst march through the 
land in indignation, thou didst thresh 
tho heathen in anger. 

13 Thou wentest forth for the salva¬ 
tion of thy pcoplo, oven for salvation 
with thine anointed; thou woundedst 
tho bead out of the house of the 
wicked, by discovering the founda¬ 
tion unto tho Deck. Selah. 

14 Thou didst strike through with 
bis Btnvcs tho head of his villages; 
they came out as a whirlwind U 
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scatter me; their rejoicing wn.s as to 
devour the poor secretly. 

15 Thou didst walk through the sea 
with thine horses, through the heap 
of great waters. 

16 When I heard, my belly trem¬ 
bled; my lips quivered at the voice; 
rottenness entered into my bones, 
and I trembled in myself, that I 
might rest in the day of trouble; 
when ho oometh op unto the people, 
he will invade them with his troops. 

17 Although the fig tree shall not 


blossom, neither shall fruit bo in lh* 
vines; the labour of the olive shall 
fail, and tho fields shall yield no 
meat; the flock shall be cut off from 
the fold, and there shall be no herd 
in the stalls; 

18 Yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I 
will joy in the Qod of my salvation. 

19 The Lord God is my strength, 
and he will make my feet like hind*' 
feet, and he will make me to walk 
upon mine high places. To the chief 
singer on my stringed instruments.

CHAPTER L 

Gad's judgment against Judah far divert tins. 
HE word of tho Lord which camo 
unto Zepbaniah the son of Cushi, 
the son of Gedaliah, the son of Ama- 
riah, the eon of Hizkiah, in the days 
of Josiah the eon of Amon, king of 
Judah. 

2 I will utterly consume all things 
from off the land, eaith the Lord. 

3 I will consume man and beast; 
I will consume the fowlB of the hea¬ 
ven, and the fishes of the sea, and tho 
stumbling-blocks with the wioked; 
and I will cut off man from off the 
land, saith the Lord. 

4 I will also stretch out mine hand 
upon Judah, and upon all the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; and I will out off 
the remnant of Baal from this place, 
and the name of the Chemarim with 
the priests; 

5 And them that worship tho host of 
heaven upon the housetops; and them 
that worship and that swear by the 
Lord, and toat swear by Malcham : 

6 And them that are turned baak 
from the Lord; and those that have 
not sought the Lord, nor inquired for 
him. 

7 Hold thy peace at the presence of 
the Lord God; for the day of the 
Lord is at hand; for the Lord hath 
prepared a sacrifice, he hath bid his 
guests. 

8 And it shall oome to pass in tho 
day of the Lord’s sacrifice, that I 
will punish the princes, and the 
king’s ohildren, and all such as are 
elothed with strange apparel. 

9 In the same day also will I 


punish all those that leap on the 
threshold, which fill their masters' 
houses with violence and deceit. 

10 And it shall come to pass in thnt 
day, saith the Lord, that there shail 
be the noise of a cry from the fish 
gate, and a howling from the second, 
and a great crashing from the hills. 

11 Howl, ye inhabitants of Maktesh, 
for all the merchant people are c>i* 
down ; all they that bear silver aru 
cut off. 

12 And it shall come to pass nt 
that time, that I will search Jcru 
salem with candles, and punish tb 
men that are settled on their leer, 
that say in their heart. The Lonl 
will not do good, neither will he d-' 
evil. 

13 Therefore, their goods shall bo 
come a booty, and their houses * 
desolation; they shall also buiM 
houses, but not inhabit them ; and 
they shall plant vineyards, but not 
drink tho wine thereof. 

14 The great day of the Lord is 
near, it is near, and hastetb greatly, 
even the voice of the day of the 
Lord; the mighty man shall cry 
there bittorly. 

15 That day is a day of wrath, a 
day of trouble and distress, a day 
of wasteness and desolation, a day of 
darkness and gloominess, a day ol 
clouds and thick dnrkness. 

16 A day of the trumpet and alarm 
against the fenced cities, and against 
the high towers. 

17 And I will bring distress upon 
men, that they shall walk like blind 
men, because they have sinned ugainsl 
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the Lord ; and their blood shall be 
poured out as dust, and Iheir flesh 
•s the duog. 

18 Noilher their silver nor Lheir 
gold ebnll be able to deliver them in 
the day of the Lord’s wrath; but the 
whole land shall be devoured by the 
6rc of hie jealousy; for he shall make 
even a speedy riddauae of all them 
that dwoll iu tho laud. 

CHAPTER 11. 

An exhortation—The judgment of the Phi - 

littirvi — Moab and Ammon—Ethiopia and 

Attyria. 

ATUER yourselves together, yea, 
gather together, 0 nation not 

desired ; 

2 Bcforo thf deoree bring forth, be¬ 
fore tho day pass as the ohafT, before 
the fierce anger of the Lord come 
upon you, before the day of tbo Lord’s 
angor come upon you. 

3 Seek yo the Lord, all ye meek 
of the earth, whioh have wrought his 
judgment; seek righteousness, sock 
meekness; it may be ye shall be hid 
in the day of the Lord’s anger. 

4 For Gaza shall be forsaken, and 
Ashkclon a desolation ; they shall 
drive out Ashdod at the noonday, 
and Ekron shall bo rooted up. 

5 Woe unto the inhabitants of tho 
sea coast, the nation of the Choroth- 
iles! tho word of the Lord is against 
you ; 0 Canaan, tbo land of the Phi¬ 
listines, I will even destroy theo, that 
there shall bo no inhabitant. 

6 And the sea ooasl shall be dwell¬ 
ings and cottages for sbephords, and 
folds for flocks. 

7 And tbo coast shall be for the 
remnant of the house of Judah; they 
shall feed thereupon ; in the houses 
of Ashkolon shall they lie down in 
the evening ; for the Lord their God 
shall visit them, and turn away their 
captivity. 

8 I hftvo hoard the reproaoh of 
Moab, and the revilings of tho chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, whereby Ihoy have 
reproaohod my people, and magnified 
themselves against their border. 

9 Therefore, as I live, saith tho 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
Surely Moab shall be as Sodom, and 
the ohildren of Ammon aB Gomor¬ 
rah, even the brooding of nettles, and 
saltpits, and a perpotual desolation : 
the residue of my pooplo shall spoil 


them, and the remnant of my people 
shall possess them. 

10 This shall they have for their 
pride, becauso they have reproached 
and magnified themsolveB against the 
people of tho Lord of hosts. 

11 The Lord will be terrible nnto 
thorn; for ho will famish all the gods 
of the earth; and men shall worship 
him, every one from his place, even 
all the isles of the heathen. 

12 Ye Ethiopians also, ye shall be 
slain by my sword. 

13 And he will stretch out his hand 
against tho north, and destroy As¬ 
syria; and will make Nineveh a 
desolation, and dry like a wilder¬ 
ness. 

14 And flooks shall lie down in the 
midst of her, all the heasts of the 
nations; both the cormorant and 
the bittern shall lodge in tho upper 
lintels of it; their voioe shall sing in 
the windows; desolation Bhall be in 
the thresholds; for he shall uncover 
tho cedar work. 

15 This is the rejoicing city that 
dwelt carelessly, that said in her 
heart, I am, and there is none besides 
mo; how is she become a desolation, 
a place for beasts to lie down in! 
every one that passeth by her shall 
hiss, ami wag his hand. 

CHAPTER III. 

A reproof for divert sins—The rotoration of 
Ixrael—Their aalvation by Qod. 

OE to her that is filthy and pol¬ 
luted, to the oppressing city ! 

2 She obeyed not the voioe; she 
received not correction; she trusted 
not in the Lord; she drew not near 
to her God. 

3 Her princes within hor are roar¬ 
ing lions; hor judges are evening 
wolves; they gnaw not the boD6B till 
tho morrow. 

4 Her prophets are light and treach¬ 
erous persona ; her priests have pol¬ 
luted the sanctuary, they have done 
violonao to the law. 

5 Tho just Lord is in the midst 
thorcof; he will not do iniquity; 
ovary morning doth he bring hil 
judgwont to light, ho failoth not; 
but the unjust knowoth no shame. 

6 I have out off tbo nations; their 
towors are desolate; I made their 
streets waste, that none passeth by; 
their oitios aro destroyed, so that 
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there is do man, that there is dodo 
inhabitant. 

7 I said, Surely thou wilt fear me, 
thou wilt receive instruction; so their 
dwelling should not be cut off, how¬ 
soever I punished them; but they rose 
early, and corrupted all their doings. 

8 Therefore wait ye upon me, saith 
the Lord, until the day that I rise up 
to the proy; for my determination 
is to gather the nationB, that I may 
assemble the kingdoms, to pour upon 
them mine indignation, even all my 
fierce anger; for all the earth shall be 
devoured with the fire of my jealousy. 

9 For then will I turn to the people 
a pure language, that they may all 
oafi upon the name of the Lord, to 
serve him with one consent. 

10 From beyond the rivers of Ethio¬ 
pia my suppliants, even the daugh¬ 
ter of my dispersed, shall bring mine 
offering. 

11 In that day shalt thou not bo 
ashamed for all thy doings, wherein 
thou hast transgressed against me; 
for then I will take away out of the 
midst of thee them that rejoice in 
thy pride, and thou shalt no more he 
haughty because of my holy moun¬ 
tain. 

12 I will also leave in the midst of 
thee an afflicted and poor people, 
and they shall trust in the name of 
the Lord. 

13 The remnant of Israel shall not 
do iniquity, nor speak lies; noitber 


shall a deceitful tongue no found in 
their mouth ; for they shall feed and 
lie down, and nono shall mako them 
afraid. 

14 Sing, 0 daughter of Zion ; shout, 
0 Israel; be glad and rejoice wilh 
all tho heart, 0 daughter of Jeru¬ 
salem. 

15 The Lord hath taken away thj 
judgments, be hath cast out thine 
enemy; the King of Israel, eicn the 
Lord, is in the midst of thee; thou 
shalt not Bee evil any more. 

16 In that day it shall be said to 
Jerusalem, Fear thou not; and to 
Zion, Let not thine hands be slack. 

17 The Lord thy God in tho midst 
of thee is mighty; he will save, be 
will rejoice over thee with joy ; he 
will rest in bis love, ho will joy over 
thee with singing. 

18 I will gather them that are sor¬ 
rowful for the solemn assembly, who 
are of thee, to whom the reproach of 
it was a burden. 

19 Behold, at that time I will undo 
all that afflict thee; and 1 will save 
her that halteth, and gather her that 
was driven out; and I will get them 
praise and fame in every land where 
they have been put to shame. 

20 At that time will I bring you 
again, even in the time that I gather 
you ; for I will make you a name and 
a praise among all people of the 
earth, when I turn back your cap¬ 
tivity before your eyes, saith the Lord. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Haggai incilrtlt the people to the building of 
the haute. 

N Ibe second year of Darius the 
king, in the sixth month, in tho 
first day of the month, came the word 
of the Lord hy Haggai the prophet unto 
Zeruhbahel the son of Shoaltiel, gov¬ 
ernor of Judah, and to Joshua the son 
of Josedooh, the high priest, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
Baying, This people say, The time is 
not oome, the time that the Lord's 
houBe should be built. 

3 Then aame the word of the Lord 
by Haggai the prophet, saying, 

4 la it time for you, 0 ye, to dwell

in your ceiled houses, and this house 
lie waste ? 

5 Now therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts ; Consider your ways. 

6 Yc have sown much, and bring in 
little ; ye eat, but ye have notenough; 
ye drink, but ye arc not filled with 
drink ; yo clothe you, but there is 
none warm; and he that earneth 
wages, earneth wages to put it into a 
bag with boles. 

7 Thu9 saith the Lord of hosts; Con¬ 
sider your ways. 

8 Go up to the mountain, and bring 
wood, and build tho house; and I 
will tako pleasure in it, and I will be 
glorified, saith the Lord. 
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0 Te looked for muoh, and, lo, it 
came to little; and when ye brought 
it home, I did blow upon it. Why? 
Buitb the Lord of hosts. Because of 
mine house that is waste, and ye run 
every man unto his own house. 

10 Therefore the heaven over you is 
stayed from dew, and the earth is 
stayed from her fruit. 

11 And I called for a drought upon 
the InDd, and upon the mountains, 
and upon the oorn, and upon the new 
wino, and upon the oil, and upon that 
which the ground bringetb forth, and 
upon men, and upon cattle, and upon 
all the labour of the hands. 

12 Then Zerubbabel the son of 
Shcaltiel, and Joshua the son of 
Josedcoh, the high priest, with all the 
remnant of the people, obeyed the 
voice of the Lord their God, and the 
words of llaggai the prophet, a9 the 
Lord their God had sent him, and 
llie people did fear before the Lord. 

13 Then spake Haggai the Lord’s 
messenger in the Lord’s message unto 
the people, saying, I am with you, 
saith the Lord. 

14 And the Lord stirred up the 
spirit of Zerubbahel the son of She- 
altiel, governor of Judah, and the 
spirit of Joshua the son of Josedcch, 
the high priest, and the spirit of all 
the remnant of the people ; and they 
came aod did work in the house of 
the Lord of hosts, their God, 

15 In the fonr and twentieth day of 
the sixth month, in the seoond year 
of Darius the king. 

CHAPTER II. 

ITt promiseih greater glory to the second 

temple than was in the first— God’s promise 

to ZerubbabeL 

N the seventh month, in the one 
and twentieth day of the month, 
caine the word of the Lord by the 
prophet Haggai, saying, 

2 Speak now to Zerubbabel the son 
of Shjaltiel, governor of Judah, and 
to Jcshua the son of Josedech, the 
high priest, and to the residue of the 
people, saying, 

3 Who is left among you that saw 
this house in her flrstglory ? and how 
do ye see it now ? is it not in your 
eyeB in comparison of it as nothing ? 

4 Yet now bo strong, 0 Zerubbabel, 
Hiilh tho Lord; and be strong, 0 
Joshua, son of Josedech, the high 


priest; and be strong, all ye people 
of the land, saith the Lora, and 
work; fori am with you, saith the 
Lord of hosts; 

5 According to the word that I cov¬ 
enanted with you when ye came out 
of Egypt, so my Spirit romaineth 
among you; fear ye not. 

6 For thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Yet once, it is a little while, and I 
will shako the heavens, and the earLh, 
and the sea, and the dry land; 

7 Aud I will shake all nations, and 
the Desire of all nations shall come; 
and I will fill this house with glory, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

8 The silver is mine, and the gold is 
mine, saith the Lord of hosts. 

9 The glory of this latter house shall 
bo greater than of the former, saith the 
Lord of hosts; and in this place will 
I give peace, saith the Lord of hosts. 

10 In the four and twentieth day of 
the ninth month, in the second year 
of Darius, came the word of the Lord 
by Haggai the prophet, saying, 

11 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Ask now the priests concerning the 
law, saying, 

12 If one bear holy flesh in tho skirt 
of his garment, and with his skirt do 
touch bread, or pottage, or wine, or 
oil, or any meat, snail it be holy ? And 
the priests answered and said, No. 

13 Then said Haggai, If one that is 
unclean by a dead body touch any of 
these, shall it be unclean ? And the 
priests answered and said, It shall be 
unclean. 

14 Then answered Haggai, and said, 
So is this people, and so is this nation 
before me, saith the Lord; and so is 
every work of their hands; and that 
which they offor there is unclean. 

15 And now, I pray you, consider 
from this day and upward, from he- 
fore a stone was laid upon a stone in 
the temple of the Lord ; 

10 Since those days were, when one 
came to a heap of twenty measures, 
there were but ten; when oue came 
to the pressfat for to draw out fifty 
vessels out of the press, there wore 
but twenty. 

17 I smote you with blasting and 
with mildow and with hail in all the 
labours of your hands ; yet ye turned 
uot to me, saith the Lord. 

18 Consider now from this day and 
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upward, from the four nod twentieth 
day of the ninth month, even from 
the day that the foundation of the 
Lord’s temple was laid, consider it. 

19 Is the seed yet in the barn ? yea, 
as yet the vine, and the fig tree, and 
the pomegranate, and the olive tree, 
hath not brought forth ; from this day 
will I bless you. 

20 And again the word of the Lord 
came unto Haggai in the four and 
twentieth day of the month, saying, 

21 Speak to Zornbbabel, governor 
Df Judah, saying, I will shake the 
heavens and the earth ; 


22 And I will ovcrlhrow the throne 
of kingdoms, and I will destroy the 
strength of the kingdoms of the hea¬ 
then ; and I will overthrow the cha¬ 
riots, and those that ride in them ; and 
the horses and their riders shall come 
down, evory one by the sword of his 
brother. 

23 In that day, saith the Lord if 
hosts, will I take thee, 0 Zerubbabel, 
my servant, tho son of Shealtiel, saith 
the Lord, and will make thee a* u 
signet; for I have chosen thee, saith 
the Lord of hosts. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Rejxntance enjoined—The vision of the horses 
—The prayer of the angel—The vision of 
the four horns, and the four carpenters. 

N the eighth month, in the second 
year of Darius, came the word of 
the Lord unto Zechariah, the eon of 
Borechiah, the son of Iddo the pro¬ 
phet, saying, 

2 The Lord hath been sore dis¬ 
pleased with your fathers. 

3 Therefore say thou unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord of hostB; Turn 
ye unto me, saith the Lord of hosts, 
and I will turn onto you, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

4 Be ye not as your fathers, unto 
whom the former prophets have cried, 
Baying, Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Turn ye now from your evil ways, 
and from yonr evil doiugs; but they 
did not hear, nor hearken unto me, 
saith the Lord. 

6 Tour fathers, where are they? and 
the prophets, do they live for ever? 

0 But my words and my statutes, 
whioh I commanded my servants the 
prophets, did they not take hold of 
your fathers ? and they returned and 
said, Like as the Lord of hosts thought 
to do unto ns, according to our ways, 
and according to our doings, so hath 
he dealt with us. 

7 Upon the four and twentieth day 
of the eleventh month, whioh is the 
month Sebat, in the second year of 
Darius, oamo the word of the Lord 
unto Zechariah, the son of Bereobinh, 
the son of Iddo the prophet, saying, 


S I saw by night, and behold a man 
riding upon a red horse, and he stood 
among the myrtle trees that were in 
the bottom; and behind him were 
there red horses, speckled, and white. 

9 Then said I, 0 my lord, what are 
tbeso ? And the angel that talked 
with me said unto me, I will show 
thee what these be. 

10 And the man that stood among 
the myrtle trees answered and said. 
These are they whom the Lord hath 
sent to walk to and fro through the 
earth. 

11 And they answered the angel of 
the Lord that stood among the myrtle 
trees, and said, Wo have walked to and 
fro through the earth, and, behold, all 
the earth sitteth still, and is at rest. 

12 Then the angel of the Lord an¬ 
swered and said, 0 Lord of hosts, how 
long wilt thou not have mercy on Je¬ 
rusalem and on the cities of Jndah, 
against whioh thou hast had indigna¬ 
tion these three-soore and ten years ? 

13 And tho Lord answered the angel 
that talked with me with good words 
and comfortable words. 

14 So the angel that communed with 
me said unto me, Cry thou, sayiag, 
Thus soilh the Lord of hosts; I am 
jealous for Jerusalem and for Zion 
with a groat jealousy. 

15 And I am very soro displeased 
with the heathen that are at ease; for 
I was but a little displeased, and they 
helped forward the affliotion. 

10 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 1 
am returned toJcrusalomwith nieroiea; 
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.uy bouse shall be built in it, saith the 
Lord of hoBts, and a line shall be 
stretched forth upon Jerusalem. 

17 Cry yet, Baying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts; My cities through 
prosperity Bhall yet be spread abroad ; 
and the Lord shall yet oomfort Zion, 
and shall yet ohoose Jerusalem. 

18 Then lifted I up mine eyes, and 
saw, and behold four horns. 

19 And I said unto tho angol that 
talked with me, What be these ? And 
he answered me, These are the horns 
which have scattered Judah, Israel, 
and Jerusalem. 

20 And the Lord showed me four 
carpenters. 

21 Then said I, What come Lhoso 
to do 7 And he spake, saying, These 
are the horns which have scattered 
Judah, so that no man did lift up his 
head ; but these are come to fray 
them, to cast out the horns of the 
GenLilcs, which lifted up their horn 
over the land of Judah to scatter it. 

CHAPTER II. 

Jerusalem measured—The redemption of 
Zion . 

LIFTED up mine eyes again, and 
looked, and behold a mau with a 
measuring line in his hand. 

2 Then said I, Whither goeet thou? 
And he said unto me, To measure 
Jerusalem, to see what ie the breadth 
thereof, and what is the length thereof. 

3 And, behold, the angel that talked 
with me went forth, and another angel 
went out to meet him, 

4 And said nnto him, Run, speak to 
this young man, saying, Jerusalem 
shall be inhabited aa towns without 
walls for the multitude of men and 
flattie therein ; 

5 Fori, §aith the Lord, will be unto 
her a wall of fire round about, and 
will be the glory in the midst of her. 

fl Ho, ho, come forth, and flee from 
the land of the north, eaith tho Lord ; 
for I have spread you abroad as the 
four winds of the heaven, saith the 
Lord. 

7 Deliver thyself, 0 Zion, that dwell- 
eet with the daughter of Babylon. 

8 For thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
AfLor the glory hath he sent me unto 
the nations whioh spoiled you ; for he 
Lhat toucheth you, touoheth the apple 
of his eye. 

0 For,behold. I will shake minehand 


upon thorn, and they shall be a spoil 
to their servants; and ye shall know 
that I he Lord of hosts hath sent mo. 

10 Sing and rejoice, 0 daughter of 
Zion ; for, lo, I ooine, and I will dwell 
in the midst of thee, saith the Lord. 

11 And many nations shall be joined 
to the Lord in that day, and shall be 
my people; and I will dwell in the 
midst of thee, and thou shalt know 
that the Lord of hosts hath sent me 
unto thee. 

12 And tho Lord shall inherit Ju¬ 
dah his portion in the holy land, and 
shall ohoose Jerusalem again. 

13 Be silent, 0 all flesh, before the 
Lord ; for he is raised up out of his 
holy habitation. 

CHAPTER HI. 

Solan resiitelh Joshua—The Branch uprom¬ 
ised. 

ND he showed me Joshua the 
high priest standing before the 
angel of the Lord, and Satan stand¬ 
ing at his right hand to resist him. 

2 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
The Lord rebuke thee, 0 Satan ; even 
the Lord that hath chosen Jerusalem 
rebuke thee; is not this a brand 
plucked out of the fire ? 

3 Now Joshua wasolothed with filthy 
garments, and stood before Lhe angel. 

4 And be answored and spake unto 
those that stood before him, saying, 
Take away the filthy garments from 
him. And unto him he said, Behold, 
I have o&used thine iniquity to pass 
from thee, and I will olothe thee with 
change of raiment. 

6 And I said, Let them set a fair 
mitro upon h i9 head. So they set a 
fair mitro upon his head, and olothed 
him with garments. And the angel 
of the Lord Btood by. 

6 And the angel of the Lord pro¬ 
tested unto Joshua, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; If 
thou wilt walk in my ways, and if 
thou wilt keep my charge, then thou 
shalt also judge my house, and shalt 
also keep my courts, and I will give 
thee plaoes to walk among these that 
stand by. 

8 Hear now, 0 Joshua the high 
riest, thou, and thy fellows that sit 
ofore thee; for they are men won¬ 
dered at; for, behold, I will bring 
forth my sorvanL the BRANCH. 

9 For behold the stone that I hare 
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laid before JoBhua; upon one stone 
shall be seven eyes ; behold, I will 
engrave the graving thereof, sailh 
tho Lord of hosts, and I will remove 
the iniquity of that land in one day. 

10 In that day, saith the Lord of 
hosts, shall ye call every man hre 
neighbour under the vine and under 
the fig troe. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The golden candlestick—Vie two dive trees, 
the two anointed ones. 

A ND the angel that talked with mo 
oame again, and waked me, as a 
man that is wakened out of his sleep, 
2 And said unto me, What scest 
thou ? And I Baid, I have looked, and 
behold a oandlestick all of gold, with 
a bowl upon the top of it, and his 
seven lamps thereon, and seven pipes 
to the seven lamps, which aro upon 
the top thereof; 

3 And two olive trees by it, one 
upon tbe right side of the bowl, and 
the other upon the left side thereof. 

4 So I answered and spake to the 
angel that talked with me, saying, 
What are these, my lord ? 

5 Then the angel that talked with 
me answered and said unto me, 
Knowest thou not what these be? 
And I said, No, my lord. 

0 Tben he answered and spake un¬ 
to me, saying, This is the word of the 
Lord nnto Zerubbabel, saying, Not 
by might, nor by power, but by my 
Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts. 

7 Who art thou, 0 great mountain? 
before Zerubbabel thou shalt beoome 
a plain; and he shall bring forth the 
headstone thereof with shoutings, 
crying, Grace, grace unto it. 

8 Moreover the word of the Lord 
oame unto me, saying, 

9 The hands of Zerubbabel have 
laid the foundation of this house; 
his hands shall also finish it; and 
thou ahftlt know that the Lord of 
hosts hath sent mo unto you. 

10 For who hath dospised the day 
of small things? for they shall re¬ 
joice, and shall see tho plummet in 
the hand of Zerubbabel with those 
seven; they are the servants of the 
Lord, whioh run to and fro through 
the whole earth. 

11 Thon answered I, and said unto 
him, What are these two olive trees 
upon the right side of the candle¬ 


stick and upon the left side the-eof? 

12 And I answered again, and said 
unto him, What be these two olive 
branches, which through tho two 
golden pipes empty the golden oil 
out of themselves ? 

13 And he answered me and said, 
Knowest thou not what these be? 
And I said, No, my lord. 

14 Then said he, These aro the two 
anointed ones, that stand before the 
Lord of the whole earth. 

CHAPTER V. 

The flying roll—A woman pressed in un 
ephah. 

T HEN I turned, and lifted up 
mine eyes, and looked, and be¬ 
hold a flying roll. 

2 And he said unto me, What seest 
thou ? And I answered, I see a flying 
roll; the length thereof is twenty cu¬ 
bits,and tho breadth thereof ten cubits. 
3 Then said he unto me, This is the 
curse that goeth forth over the face 
of the whole earth ; for every one that 
stealeth shall bo out off as on this 
side according to it; and every one 
that eweareth sholl bo cut off as on 
that side according to it. 

4 I will bring it forth, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and it shall enter into 
the house of the thief, and into the 
house of him that sweareth falsely by 
my name; and it shall remain in tho 
midst of his house, and Bhall consume 
it with the timber thereof and tbe 
stones thereof. 

5 Then the angel that talked with 
me went forth, and said unto me, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and 3ee what 
is this that goeth forth. 

0 And I said, What is it ? And be 
said, This is an ephah that goeth 
forth, ne said moreover, This is their 
resemblauoe through all the earth. 

7 And, bobold, there was lifted up 
a talent of lead ; and this is a woman 
that sitteth in the midst of the ephah. 

8 And he said, Thi9 ig wickeane9S. 
And he oast it into the midst of the 
ephah; and ho cast tbe woight of 
lead upon the mouth thereof. 

9 Then lifted I up mine eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, there came out 
two women, and the wind was in thei- 
wings; for they had wings like the 
wings of a stork ; and they lifted up 
the ephah between the earth and the 
heaven. 
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10 Then laid I to the angel that 
talked with mo, Whither do theae 
bear the ephah ? 

11 And tie said unto me, To build 
it a house in the land of Shinar; and 
it shall be established, and set there 
apon her own base. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Hit visum of four chariots—The crowns qf 
Joshua—The Branch. 

A ND I turned, and liftod up mine 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
there oame four ohariots out from be¬ 
tween two mountains ; and the moun¬ 
tains were mountains of brass. 

2 In the first chariot were red horses; 
and in the scoond chariot hlack horses. 
3 And in the third ohariot white 
horses; and in the fourth ohariot 
grizzled and hay horses. 

4 Then I answered and said unto 
the angel that talked with me, What 
are these, my lord? 

5 And the angel anflwored and said 
unto me, Theae are the four servants 
of the heavens, which go forth from 
standing hefore the Lord of all the 
earth. 

0 The black horses which are there¬ 
in go forth unto the north country ; 
and the white go forth after them ; 
end the grizzled go forth toward the 
south country. 

7 And the hay went forth, and 
sought to go that they might walk to 
and fro through the earth; and he 
said, Get you henco, walk to and fro 
through the earth. So they walked 
to and fro through the earth. 

8 Then oriod he upon mo, aud spake 
unto me, saying, Behold, those that 
go toward the north country have 
quieted my spirit in the north country. 
9 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

10 Take of them of the oaptivity, 
even of Heldai, of Tobijah, and of 
Jcdaiah, whioh are oorne from Baby¬ 
lon, And oome thou the same day, 
and go into the house of Josiah the 
6on of Zephanlah ; 

11 Then take silver and gold, and 
make crowns, and set them upon the 
head of Joshua the son of Josedeoh, 
the'high priest; 

12 And speak unto him, saying, 
Thus sponketh the Lord of hosts, say¬ 
ing, Behold the mas whose namo is 
The BRANCII; and he shall grow up 


out of his place, and he shall build 
the temple of the Lord; 

13 tivon he shall build the temple of 
the Lord; and he shall bear the glory, 
and shall sit and rule upon his throne; 
and he shall be a priest upon hi* 
throne; and the counsel of peace shall 
bo between them both. 

14 And tho orowns shall be to lle- 
lem, and to Tobijah, and to Jedaiah, 
and to Hen the son of Zephaniah, for 
a memorial in the temple of the Lord. 

15 And they that are far off shall 
come and build in the temple of the 
Lord, and ye shall know that the 
Lord of hosts hath sent me unto you. 
And th>s shall oome to pass, if ye will 
diligently obey the voice of the Lord 
your God. 

CHAPTER VII. 

The captives inquire of fasting — Sin the cause 
of their captivity. 

A ND it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Darius, that the 
word of the Lord came unto Zeoha- 
riah in the fourth day of the ninth 
month, even in Chisleu; 

2 When they had sent unto the house 
of God Sherezor and Regem-melech, 
and their men, to pray before the Lord, 
3 And to Bpeak unto the priests which 
were in the house of the Lord of hosts, 
and to the prophets, saying, Should I 
weep in tho fifth month, separating 
myself, as I have done these so many 
years ? 

4 Then came the word of the Lord 
of hosts unto me, saying, 

5 Speak unto all the people of the 
land, and to the priests, saying, When 
ye fasted and mourned in the fifth and 
seventh month, even those seventy 
years, did ye at all fast onto me, even 
to me ? 

0 And when ye did eat, and when 
ye did drink, did not yo eat for your¬ 
selves, and drink for yourselves ? 

7 Should ye not hear the words whioh 
the Lord hath cried by the former 
prophets, when Jerusalem was in¬ 
habited and in prosperity, and the 
oitieB thereof round about her, when 
men inhabited the south and the plain ’ 
8 And the word of the Lord came 
onto Zeohariah, saying, 

9 Thus epeaketh the Lord of hosts, 
saying, Eieoute true judgment, and 
show meroy and compassions every 
man to his brother; 
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10 And oppress not the widow, nor 
the fatherless, the stranger, nor tho 
poor; and let none of you imagine ovil 
against his brother in your heart. 

11 But they refused to hearken, and 
pulled away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears, that they should not 
hear. 

12 Yea, they made their hearts as 
an adamant stone, lest they should 
hear the law, and the words which 
the Lord of hosts hath sent in his 
Spirit by the former prophets; there¬ 
fore came a great wrath from the 
Lord of hosts. 

13 Therefore it is come to pass, that 
as be oried, and they would not hear; 
so they cried, and I would not hear, 
saith the Lord of hosts; 

14 Bat I scattered them with a whirl¬ 
wind among all the nations whom 
they knew not. Thus the land was 
desolate after them, that no man 
passed through nor retnmed; for they 
laid the pleasant land desolate. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The restoration of Jerusalem—Joy promised. 
GAIN the word of the Lord of 
hosts came to me, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; I 
was jealous for Zion with great jeal¬ 
ousy, and I was jealous for her with 
great fury. 

3 Thus saith the Lord ; I am re¬ 
turned unto Zion, and will dwell in 
the midst of Jerusalem; and Jeru¬ 
salem shall be called A city of truth; 
and the mountain of the Lord of 
hosts, The holy mountain. 

4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
There shall yet old men and old wo¬ 
men dwell in the streets of Jerusalem, 
and every man with his staff in his 
hand for very ago. 

5 And the streets of the city shall 
be full of boys and girls playing id 
the streets thereof. 

0 Thus Baith the Lord of hosts; If 
it be marvellous in the eyes of the 
'emnant of this people in these days, 
should it also be marvellous in mine 
eyes? saith the Lord of hosts. 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, I will gather my people from 
the east country, and from the west 
country; 

8 And I will bring them, and they 
shall dwell in the midst of Jerusalem ; 
and they shal'. be my people, and I 


will be their God, in truth and iu 
righteousness. 

( J Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Let 
your hands be strong, yc that hear in 
theso days these words by the mouth 
of the prophets, which were in the 
day that the foundation of the house 
of the Lord of hosts was laid, that the 
temple might be built. 

10 For before these days there was 
do hire for man, nor any hire for 
beast; neither was there any peace 
to him that went out or came io bo- 
cause of the affliction; for I set nil 
men every one against his neighbour. 

11 But now I will not be unto the 
residne of this people as in the former 
days, saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 For the seed shall be prosperous; 
the vine shall give her fruit, and the 
ground shall give her increase, and 
the heavens shall give their dew; and 
I will cause the remnant of this people 
to possess all these things. 

13 And it shall come to pass, that 
as ye were a enrse among tho hea¬ 
then, 0 house of Judah, aDd house of 
Israel; so will I gather you, and yo 
shall be a blessing; fear not, buL let 
your hands be strong. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
As I thonght to punish you, when 
your fathers provoked me to wrath, 
saith the Lord of hosts, and I re¬ 
pented not; 

15 So again have I thought in these 
days to do well unto Jerusalem and 
to the house of Judah : fear ye not. 

16 These are the things that ye 
shall do; Speak ye every man the 
truth to his neighbour; execute the 
judgment of truth and peace in your 
gates ; 

17 And let none of you imagine 
evil in your hearts against his neigh¬ 
bour; and love no false oath; for all 
these are things that I hate, saith the 
Lord. 

13 And the word of the Lord of hosts 
came uDto me, saying, 

19 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The fast of the fourth month, and the 
fast of the fifth, and the fast of the 
seventh, aud the fast of the tenth, 
shall be to tho house of Judah joy and 
gladness, and cheerful feasts; there 
foro love the truth and peace. 

20 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; It 
shall yet come to pass, that there shall 
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ouuic people, and the inhabitants of 
many oilics; 

21 And tbo inhabitants of one city 
b liall go to another, saying, Let us go 
speedily to pray boforo the Lord, and 
to seek the Lord of hosts; I will go 
also. 

22 Yea, many people and strong 
nations shall come to seek the Lord 
of hosts in Jerusalem, and to pray 
beferre the Lord. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; In 
those days it shall come to pass, that 
tun men shall tako held out of all 
languages of the nations, even shall 
take hold of the skirt of him that is 
a Jew, sayiDg, We will go with you; 
for we have heard that God is with 
you. 

CHAPTER IX 

Jerusalem exhorted to rejoice for the coining 
of Christ — God's promise of defence. 
rilllE burden of tho word of the 
J. Lord in the land of Hndraoh, 
and Damascus shall he the rest there¬ 
of; whon the eyes of man, as of all 
the tribes of Israel, shall be toward 
the Lord. 

2 And Hamath also shall border 
thereby ; Tyrus, and Zidon, though it 
be very wise. 

3 And Tyrus did huild herself a 
strong hold, and hoaped up silver as 
the dust, and fine gold as the mire of 
the streets. 

4 Dohold, tho Lord will cast her out, 
and ho will smite her power in the 
sea; and she shall he devoured with 
lire. 

5 Ashkclon shall see it, and fear; 
Gaza also shall see. it, and be very 
sorrowful, and Ekron; for her expec¬ 
tation shall bu ashamed; and the king 
shall perish from Gaza, and Ashkclon 
shall not be inhabited. 

6 Aud a bastard shall dwell in Ash- 
ilod, and I will out off thu pride of the 
Philistines. 

7 And I will take away his blood 
ouv of his mouth, and his abomina¬ 
tions from betwcon his teeth; but he 
(hat remaineth, even he, shall be for 
our dod, and ho shall bo as a governor 
in Judah, and Ekron as a Jebusito. 

8 And I will onaainp about mine 
house because of the army, bcouuso 
of him that passclh by, and heenuso 
of him that returneth; and no op¬ 
pressor shall pass through them any 


more; for now have I seen with mine 
eyes. 

9 Rejoice greatly, 0 daughter of 
Zion; shout,0 daughterof Jerusalem; 
behold, thy King oometh unto thee; 
ho is just, and having salvation; 
lowly, and riding upon an ass, and 
upon a colt Lho foal of an asB. 

10 And I will cut off the chariot 
from Ephraim, and the horse from 
Jerusalem, and the battle bow shall 
be cut off; and he shall speak peace 
unto the heathen; and his dominion 
shall be from sea even to sea, and 
from the river oven to tho ends of the 
earth. 

11 As for thco also, by the hlood 
of thy covenant I have sent forth thy 
prisoners out of the pit wherein is no 
water. 

12 Turn you to the strong hold, ye 
prisoners of hope; even to-day do I 
declare that I will render douhle onto 
thee; 

13 When I have bent Judah forme, 
filled tho how with Ephraim, and 
raised up thy sons, 0 Zion, against 
thy sons, 0 Greece, and made thee as 
the sword of a mighty man. 

14 ADd the Lord shall he seen over 
them, and his arrow shall go forth as 
tho lightning; and tho Lord God 
shall blow the trumpet, and shall go 
with whirlwinds of the south. 

15 The Lord of hosts shall defend 
them; and they shall devour, and 
subdue with sling-stones; and they 
shall drink, and make a noise as 
through wine; and they shall he 
ailed like bowls, and as the oornere 
of the altar. 

16 And the Lord their God Bhall 
save them in that day as the flook of 
his people; for thoy shall be as the 
stones of a orown, lifted up as an 
ensign upon his land. 

17 For how great ia his goodness, 
and how great is his heauty! oorn 
shall make the young men oheerfnl, 
and new wine the maids. 

CHAPTER X 

God is to be sought unto—He wiU save and 
restore his flock. 

SK ye of the Lord rain in the 
limo of the latter rain; so the 
Lord shall make bright olouds, and 
givo thorn showers of rain, to every 
one grass in the field. 

2 For the idols have spokon vanity, 
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have told false dreams; they comfort 
in vain; therefore they went their way 
as a flook, they were trouhled, because 
there was no shepherd. 

3 Mine anger was kindled against 
the shepherds, and I punished the 
goats; for the Lord of hosts hath 
visited his flock the bouse of Judah; 
and hath made them as his goodly 
horee in the hattle. 

4 Out of him oamo forth the corner, 
out of him the nail, out of him the 
hattle bow, out of him every oppressor 
to goth or. 

5 And they shall he as mighty men, 
which tread down their enemies in tho 
mire of the streets in the battle; and 
they shall fight, because the Lord is 
with them, and the riders on horses 
shall bo confounded. 

6 And 1 will strengthen the house 
of Judah, and I will Bave the house 
of Joseph, and I will bring them 
again to place them; for I have 
meroy upon them; and they shall be 
as though I had not oast them off; 
for I am the Lord their God, and will 
hear them. 

7 And they of Ephraim shall be like 
a mighty man, and their heart shall 
rejoice as through wine; yea, their 
ohildren shall see it, and be glad; 
their heart shall rejoice in the 
Lord. 

8 I will hiss for them, and gather 
them; for I have redeemed them; 
and they shall increase as they have 
inoreased. 

9 And I will sow them among the 
poople; and they shall remember me 
in far countries; and they shall live 
with their ohildren, and turn again. 

10 I will bring them again also 
out of the land of Egypt, and gather 
them out of Assyria; and I will 
bring them into the land of Gilead 
aod Lobanon; and plaoe shall uot be 
found for them. 

11 And ho shall pass through the 
sea with affliotion, and shall smite 
the waves in the sea, and all the 
deopB of the river shall dry up; and 
tho pride of Assyria &holl be brought 
down, and tho Bceptre of Egypt shall 
depart away. 

12 And I will strengthen them in 
the Lord; and they shall walk up and 
down in his name, eaitb the Lord. 


Destruction of Jerusalem — The staves of 
Beauty and Bands broken — The foolish 
shepherd. 

PEN thy doors, 0 Lebanon, that 
the fire may devour thy cedars. 

2 Howl, fir tree; for tho cedar ii 
fallen; hecause the mighty are spoil¬ 
ed ; howl, 0 ye oaks of Basban; for 
the forest of the vintage is oome 
down. 

3 There is a voico of the howling 
of the shepherds; for their glory is 
spoiled; a voice of the roaring of 
young lions; for the pride of Jordan 
is spoiled. 

4 Thus saith the Lord my God; 
Feed the flock of the slaughter; 

5 Whose possessors slay them, and 
hold themselves not guilty; and they 
that sell them say, Blessed be the 
Lord; for I am rich; and their own 
shepherds pity them not. 

6 For I will no more pity the in¬ 
habitants of the land, saiLh the Lord, 
but, Jo, I will deliver the men every 
one into his neighbour’s band, and 
into the hand of his king ; aud they 
shall smite the land, and out of their 
hand I will not deliver them. 

7 And I will feed the flock of slaugh¬ 
ter, even you, 0 poor of the flock. 
And I took unto me two staves; the 
one I called Beauty, and the other I 
called Bands; and I fed the flock. 

8 Three shepherds also I cut off in 
one month, and my soul loathed them, 
and tbeir soul also abhorred me. 

9 Then said I, I will not feed you; 
that that dleth, let it die; and that 
that is to be out off, let it be cut off; 
and let ihe rest eat every one the 
flesh of anothet. 

10 And I took my staff, even Eeauty, 
and cut it asunder, that I might break 
ray covenant which I had made with 
all tho people. 

11 And it was broken in that day; 
and bo the poor of the flook that 
waited upon me knew that it was tho 
word of tho Lord. 

12 And I said unto them, If ye 
think good, givo me myprioe; and 
if not, forbear. So they weighed for 
my price thirty picoes of silver. 

13 And the Lord said unto mo, Cast 
it unto tho potter; a goodly price that 
I was prized at of them. And I took 

: the thirty pieces of ailver, and oa«t 
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them to the potter in the house of 
the Lord. 

14 Then I cut asunder mino other 
staff, even Bunds, that I ought break 
the brotherhood bctwcon Judah aod 
Israel. 

15 And the Lord said unto me, Take 
onto thee yet the instruments of a 
foolish shepherd. 

16 For, lo, I will raiBO up a shep¬ 
herd in the land, which shall not visit 
those that be cut off, neither shall 
seek the young one, nor heal that 
that iB broken, nor feed that that 
standeth still; but he shall cat the 
flesh of the fat, and tear their clans 
in pieces. 

17 Woe to the idol shepherd that 
leaveth the flock ! the sword shall bo 
upon his arm, and upon his right eye; 
bis arm shall be clean dried up, and 
his right eye shall be utterly dark¬ 
ened. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jerusalem a cup of trembling aiul a burden¬ 
some stone—The restoring of Judah—Tht 

repentance of Jerusalem. 
rpiIE burden of the word of the 
X Lord for Israol, saith the Lord, 
which stretobeth forth the heavens, 
and layeth the foundation of tho 
earth, and formeth the spirit of man 
within him. 

2 Behold, I will make Jerusalem a 
«up of trembling unto all the people 
round about, when they shall be in 
tho siege both against Judah and 
against Jerusalem. 

3 And in that day will I make Je¬ 
rusalem a burdensome stone fur all 
people; all that burden themselves 
with it shall bo out in pieces, though 
all the people of tho earth he gather¬ 
ed together against it. 

4 In that day, saith the Lord, I will 
smite every horse with astonishment, 
and Jis rider with madness; and I 
will open mine eyes upon tho house 
of Judah, and will smite evory horse 
of tho people with blindness. 

6 Ana the governors of Judah shall 
say in their heart, The inhabitants 
of Jerusalem shall be my strength in 
the Lord of hosts tboir God. 

6 In that day will I make the gov¬ 
ernors of Judah like a hearth of fire 
among the wood, and like a torch of 
Are in a sheaf; and they shall dovour 
all the people round about, on the 


right hand and on the left; and Jeru¬ 
salem shall be inhabited again in her 
own place, even in Jerusalem. 

7 Tho Lord also shall save the tents 
of Judah first, that the glory of the 
house of David and the glory of the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem do not 
magnify themselves against Judah. 

6 In that day shall the Lord defend 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem ; and he 
that is feeble among them at that day 
shall be as David; and tho house of 
David shall be as God, as the angel 
of tho Lord before them. 

6 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will seek to destroy all 
tho nations that como against Jeru¬ 
salem. 

10 And I will pour upon the house 
of David, and upon tho inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, the spirit of grace and 
of supplications ; and they shall look 
upon me whom they have pierced, 
and they shall mourn for him, as one 
mourncth for his only son, and shall 
be in bitterness for him, as one that 
is in bitterness for hie first-born. 

11 In that day shall there be a 
great mourning in Jerusalem, as the 
mourning of Iladad-rimmon in the 
valley of Megiddon. 

12 And the land shall mourn, every 
family apart; the family of the house 
of David apart, and Ihoir wives apart; 
tho family of the house of Nathan 
apart, and their wives apart; 

13 The family of the house of Levi 
apart, and their wiveB apart; tho 
family of Shitnei apart, and their 
wives apart; 

14 All the families that remain, 
evory family apart, and their wives 
apart. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The fountain for sin—fhUe prophecy — The 
death of Christ. 

N that day there shall be a foun¬ 
tain opened to tho house of David 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
for sin and for unclcnnncss. 

2 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord of hosts, that 1 
will out oil the nnmeB of the idols 
out of the land, and they shall no 
moro bo remembered; and also I will 
cause the prophets and the unotean 
spirit to pass out of the Innd. 

3 And it shall oome to pass, that 
when any shall yet prophesy, then 
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hie father and his mother that begat | 
him shall say onto him, Thou shalt 
not lire; for thou speakest lies in 
the name of the Lord ; and his father 
and his mother that begat him shall 
thrust him through when he prophe- 
sieth. 

4 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the prophets shall be 
ashamed every one of his vision, 
when he hath prophesied; neither 
shall they wear a rough garment to 
deceive; 

5 But he shall say, I am no prophet, 

I am a husbandman ; for man taught 
me to keep cattle from my youLh. 

6 And one shall say unto him. What 
are these wonnds in thine hands? 
Then he shall answer. Those with 
which I was wounded in the house 
of my friends. 

7 Awake, 0 sword, against my 
Shepherd, and against the man that 
is my fellow, saith the Lord of hosts; 
smite the Shepherd, and the sheep 
shall be scattered; and I will turn 
mine hand upon the little ones. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that 
in all the land, saith the Lord, two 

arts therein shall be cut off and die; 

ut the third shall be left therein. 

9 And I will bring the third part 
through the fire, and will refine i tem 
as silver is refined, and will try them 
as gold is tried; they shall call on 
my name, and I will hear them ; I 
will say, It is my people; and they 
shall say, The Lora is my God. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

The destroyer* of Jerusalem destroyed— The 
seamd coming of Christ—The plague of 
Jerusalem’s enemies. 

B EHOLD, the day of the Lord 
cometh, and thy spoil ehall be 
divided in the midst of thee. 

2 For I will gather all nations 
against Jerusalem to battle; and the 
oity shall bo taken, and the houses 
rifled, and the women ravished ; and 
half of the city shall go forth into 
captivity, and the residue of the peo¬ 
ple shall not be cut off from tho city. 
3 Then shall the Lord go forth, and 
fight against those nations, as when 
he fought in the day of battle. 

4 And bis feet shall stand in that 
day upon the mount of Olives, which 
is before Jerusalem on (lie cast, and 
the mount of Olives shall oleave in 


the midst thereof toward the east and 
toward the west, and there shall be 
a very great valley; and half of the 
mountain shall remove toward the 
north, and half of it toward the 
south. 

5 And ye shall flee lo the TOlloy of 
the mountains; for the valley of the 
mountains shall reach unto Azal; 
yea, ye shall flee, like as ye fled from 
before the earthquake in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah ; and tho Lord 
my God shall come, and all the taints 
with thee. 

6 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the light shall cot be clear, 
nor dark ; 

7 But it shall be one day which 
shall be known to the Lord, not day, 
nor night; but it shall come to pass, 
that at evening time it shall be light. 

8 And it shall be in that day, that 
living waters shall go out from Jeru¬ 
salem; half of them toward the 
former sea, and half of them toward 
the hinder sea; in summer and in 
winter shall it be. 

9 And the Lord shall be King over 
all the earth; in that day shall there 
be one Lord, and his name one. 

10 All the land ehall be turned as a 
plain from Geba to RimmoD sooth 
of Jerusalem ; and it shall be lifted 
up, and inhabited in her place, from 
Benjamin's gate unto the place of the 
first gate, unto the corner gate, and 
from the tower of Hananeel unto the 
king’s wine-presses. 

11 And men shall dwell in it, and 
there shall be no more ntter destruc¬ 
tion; but Jerusalem shall be safely 
inhabited. 

12 And this shall be the plague 
wherewith the Lord will smite all the 
people that have fought against Jeru¬ 
salem ; Their flesh shall oonsume 
away while they stand upon their 
feet, and their eyes shall oonemne 
away in their holes, and their tongue 
shall consume away in their mouth. 

13 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a great tumult from the 
Lord shall be among them ; and they 
shall lay hold every one on the hand 
of his neighbour, and his hand shall 
rise up against the hand of his 
neighbour. 

14 And Judah also shall fight at 
Jerusalem ; and the wealth of all the 
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heathen round about shall be gathered 
together, gold, and silver, and apparel, 
in great abundanoe. 

15 And so shall be the plague of the 
borBc, of the mule, of the oamel, and 
of the ass, and or all the beasts that 
shall be in those tents, as this plague. 

16 And it shall oome to pass, that 
every one that is left of all the nations 
"hich oatno against Jerusalem, shall 
even go np from year to year to wor¬ 
ship the King, the Lord of hosts, and 
to keep the feast of tabernacles. 

17 And it shall be, that whoso will 
not come up of all the families of the 
earth unto Jorusalem to worship the 
King, the Lord of hosts, even upon 
them shall be no rain. 

18 And if the family of Egypt go 
not up, and oome not, that have no 


»16 

rain; there shall be the plague, 
wherewith tho Lord will smite the 
heathen that come not up to keep the 
feaBt of tabernaolcs. 

19 This shall bo the punishment of 
Egyp^ an d tho punishment of all 
nations that oomo not op to keep the 
feast of tabernacles. 

20 In that day shall there be upon 
the bells of the horsos, HOLINESS 
UNTO THE LORD ; and the pots in 
the Lord's house shall be like the 
bowls before the altar. 

21 Tea, every pot in Jerusalem am 
in Judah shall oe holiness unto lh» 
Lord of hosts; and all they that 
sacrifice shall come and take of them, 
and seethe therein; and in that day 
there shall be no more the Canaanite 
in the house of the Lord of hosts. 


MALACHI. 


CHAPTER 1. 

I rrad's tinkindruMB—Of impiety and pro- 
fanenat. 

HE burden of the word of the 
Lord to Israel by Malaohi. 

2 I have loved you, saith the Lord. 
Yet ye say, Wherein hast thou loved 
ua ? Was not Esau Jacob's brother ? 
saith the Lord ; yet I loved Jacob. 

3 And I hated Esau, and laid bis 
mountains and his heritage waste for 
tho dragons of the wilderness. 

4 Whereas Edom saith, We are 
impoverished, but we will return and 
build tho desolate places; thus saith 
tho Lord of hosts, They shall build, 
l ut I will throw down; and they 
shall call them, Thebordorof wicked¬ 
ness, and, The people against whom 
the Lord hath indignation for ever. 

5 And your eyea Bhall flee, and ye 
ilmll Bay, Tho Lord will be magnified 
from the border of Israel. 

6 A son honoureth his fathor, and a 
lervant his master; if then I bo a 
fnther, where is mine honour? and if 
I be a ruaBter, where is my fear ? saith 
the Lord of hosts unto you, 0 priests, 
that despise my namo. And ye say, 
Wherein have we despised thy name? 

7 Ye offer polluted nroad upon mino 
altar; and ye say, Wherein have wo 
pollnted thee? In that ye say, The 
table of the Lord Is contemptible. 


0 And if ye offer the blind for sac¬ 
rifice, is it not evil ? and if yo offer 
the lame and sick, is it not evil ? offer 
it now unto thy governor ; will he be 
pleased with thee, or accept thy 
person ? saith the Lord of hosts. 

9 And now, I pray you, beseech 
God that ho will be graciouB unto us; 
this hath boon by your means ; will 
he regard your persons ? saith the 
Lord of hostB. 

10 Who is there even among you 
that would shut the doors for naught? 
neithor do ye kindle fire on mine altar 
for naught. I have no pleasuro in 
you, saith tho Lord of hosts, neither 
will I accept an offering at your hand. 

11 For, from tho rising of the sun 
even unto the going down of the 
same, my name shall be groat among 
the Gentiles ; and in every place in¬ 
cense shall bo offered unto my name, 
and a pure offering ; for my name 
shall be groat among the heathen, 
Baith tho Lord of hosts. 

12 But ye have profaned it, in that 
yo say, The table of the Lord is pol¬ 
luted; and tho fruit thereof, oven his 
meat, is contemptible. 

13 Ye said also, Behold, what a 
weariness is it ! and yo have snuffed 
at it, saith the Lord of hosts ; and ye 
brought that which was torn, and the 
lame, and the Blok ; thus ye brought 
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an offering; should I accept this or 
yonr hand? sailh the Lord. 

14 But cursed he the deceiver, which 
hath in his flock a male, and voweth, 
and sftori6ceth unto the Lord a cor¬ 
rupt thing; for I am a great King, 
Baith the Lord of hosts, and my 
name is dreadful among the heathen. 

CHAPTER II. 

Ht reproveth the priests for neglecting their 
covenant, the people far idolatry, adul¬ 
tery, and infidelity. 

ND now, 0 ye priests, this com¬ 
mandment is for you. 

2 If ye will not hear, and if ye will 
not lay it to heart, to give glory unto 
my name, saith the Lord of hosts, I 
will even Bend a curse upon you, and 
I will ourBe your hlcssings; yea, I 
have curBed them already, hecanseye 
do not lay it Lo heart. 

3 Behold, I will corrupt your seed, 
and spread dung upon your faces, 
even the dung of your solemn feasts; 
and one shall take you away with it. 

4 And ye shall know that I havo 
sent this commandment unto you, 
that my covenant might be with Levi, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

5 My oovenant was with him of life 
and peace; and I gave them to him 
for the fear wherewith he feared me, 
and was afraid hefore n#y name. 

6 The law of truth was in his 
mouth, and iniquity was not found 
in his lips; he walked with me in 
peace and equity, and did turn many 
away from iniquity. 

7 For the priest's lips should keep 
knowledge, and they should seek the 
law at his mouth ; for he is the mes¬ 
senger of the Lord of hosts. 

8 But ye are departed out of the 
way; ye hnve caused many to stumble 
at the law; ye have corrupted the cove¬ 
nant of Levi, saith tho Lord of hosts. 

9 Therefore havo I also made yon 
contemptible and base before all the 
people, according as ye have not kept 
my ways, bat have hcen partial in the 
law. 

10 Have we not all one father ? hath 
not one Qod created us ? why do we 
deal treacherously every man against 
his brother, by profaning the cove¬ 
nant of our fathers ? 

11 Jndah hath dealt treacherously, 
and an abomination is committed in 
Tarael and in Jerusalem ; for Judah 


hath profaned the holiness of the 
Lord which he loved, and hath mar¬ 
ried the daughter of a strange god. 

12 The Lord will cut off tho man 
that docth this, the master and the 
scholar, out of the tabernacles of 
Jacob, and him that offereth an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord of hosts. 

13 And this have ye done again, 
covering the altar of the Lord with 
tears, with weeping, and with crying 
out, insomuch that he regardeth not 
the offering any more, or receiveth it 
with good will at your hand. 

14 Yet ye say, Wherefore? Because 
the Lord hath been witness between 
tbee and the wife of thy youth, 
against whom thou hast dealt treach¬ 
erously; yet is she thy companion, 
and the wife of thy covenant. 

15 And did not he make one? Yet 
had he the residue of the Spirit. And 
wherefore one ? That he might seek 
a godly seed. Therefore take heed to 
your spirit, and let none deal treach¬ 
erously against the wife of his youth. 

16 For the Lord, the God of Israel, 
saith that he hateth putting away ; 
for one covereth violence with his 
garment, saith the Lord of hosts; 
therefore take heed to your spirit, 
that ye deal not treachously. 

17 Ye have wearied the Lord with 
your words. Yet ye say. Wherein 
have we wearied him ? When ye say, 
Every one that doeth evil i9 good in 
the sight of the Lord, and he delight - 
eth in them ; or, Where is the God 
of judgment ? 

CHAPTER III. 

Of the messenger—Of the rebellion , sorrv- 

lege, and infidelity of the people — The. 

promise of Messing. 

E1I0LD, I will send my messen¬ 
ger, and he shall prepare the 
way before me ; and the Lord whom 
ye seek, Bhall suddenly oome to his 
temple, even the messenger of the 
oovenant, whom ye delight in: hehold, 
he shall come, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

2 But who may abide the day of his 
coming ? and who shall stand when 
he appeareth ? for he is like a refiner’s 
fire, and like fullers' soap ; 

3 And he shall sit as h refiner and 
purifier of silver; and he shall purify 
the sons of Levi, and rurge them ai 
gold and silvor, that they may offer 
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unto tbe Lord an offering in right¬ 
eousness. 

4 Then shall the offering of Judah 
and Jerusalem he pleasant unto the 
Lord, as in the days of old, and as in 
former years. 

5 And I will come near to you to 
Judgment; and I will be a swift wit¬ 
ness against the soroerers, and against 
ihe adulterers, and against false 
swoarers, and against those that op¬ 
press the hireling in his wages, toe 
widow, and tho fatherless, and that 
turn aside tho stranger from his right, 
and fear not me, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

6 For 1 am the Lord, I change not; 
therefore ye sons of Jacob are not 
consumed. 

7 Even from the days of your fathers 
7 c are gone away from mine ordi¬ 
nances, and have not kopt them. Re¬ 
turn unto me, and I will return unto 
you, sailh tho Lord of hosts. But ye 
said, Wherein shall we roturn ? 

8 Will a man rob God ? Yet ye have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherein 
havo we robbed thee? In tithes and 
offerings. 

9 Ye are oursed with a curse; for ye 
have robbed mo, even this whole na¬ 
tion. 

10 Bring ye all the tithos into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat in 
mine houso, and prove mo now here¬ 
with, Huilh the Lord of hosts, if I will 
not open you tho windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not bo room enough to receive it. 

11 And I will rebuke the devouror 
for your sakos, and he shall not 
destroy tho fruits of your ground ; 
neither shall your vino oast her fruit 
before tbo time in the field, saith tho 
Lord of hosts. 

12 And all nations shall oall you 
blessed; for ye shall bo a delightsome 
land, saith the Lord of hosts. 

13 Your words havo been stout 
against mo, saith the Lord. Yet ye 
say, What have we spoken so muoh 
against Iheo ? 

14 Ye have said, It is vain to serve 
God; and what profit is it that we 


have kept his ordinance, and that we 
have walked mournfully hefore the 
Lord of hosts ? 

16 And now we call tbo proud hap¬ 
py ; yea, they that work wickedness 
aro set up; yea, they that tempt God 
are even delivered. 

16 Then they that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another; and the 
Lord hearkened, and heard it, and a 
hook of remembrance was written he¬ 
fore him for them that feared tho Lord, 
and that thought upon his name. 

17 And they shall bo mine, saith 
the Lord of hosts, in that day when 
I make up my jewels ; and l will spare 
them, as a man spareth his own son 
that serveth him. 

IS Then shall ye return, and dis- 
oern between the righteous and the 
wicked, between him that serveth 
God and him that sorveth him not. 
CHAPTER IV. 

Judgmmt an the wicked—Blessing on the 
good—The ttudy of the law — Elijah't 
coming. 

OR, behold, the day comoth, that 
shall burn as an oven; and all 
the proud, yea, and all that do wiok- 
edly, shall bo stubble; and the day 
that coinoth shall burn thorn up, saith 
tho Lord of ho 9 ts, that it shall leave 
them neither root nor branch. 

2 But unto you that foar my name 
shall tho Sun of righteousnos9 arise 
with healing in his wingB; and ye 
shall go forth, and grow up as oalves 
of tho stall. 

3 And ye shall tread down the wick¬ 
ed ; for thoy shall be asheB under the 
solos of your feet in the day that I 
shall do this, saith the Lord of hosts. 

4 Remembor yo tho law of Moses 
my servant, which I commanded un¬ 
to him in Ilorcb for all Israel, with 
tho statutes and judgments. 

5 Behold, I will send you Elijah 
the prophet before tho coming of the 
great and dreadful day of Iho Lord ; 

0 And ho shall turn the heart of 
the fathers to the ohildrcn, and the 
heart of the ohildron to thoir fathers, 
lest I como and sinito the earth with 
a curse,

CHAPTER L 

Giving the genealogy from Abraham until 
the coming of Chritt. 

rpEIE book of the generation of JesuB 
Christ, the son of David, the bod 
of Abraham. 

2 Abraham hogat Ieaao; and Ieaao 
begat Jacob; and Jacob begat Judas 
and his brethren; and Judas begat 
Phares and Zara of Tbamar; and 
Pharca begat Esrom; and EBrom 
begat Aram ; and Aram begat Amini- 
dab; and Aminidab begat Naason; 
and Naason begat Salmon; and 
Salmon begat Booa of Raohab; and 
Booz begat Obed of Ruth; and Obed 
begat Jesse; and JeSBe begat David 
the king. 

3 And David the king begat Solo¬ 
mon of her whom David had taken 
of Urias; and Solomon bogat Roboam ; 
and Roboam begat Abia; and Abia 
begat Asa; and Asa begat JoBaphat; 
and Josaphat begat Joram; and Joram 
bogat Ozias; and Oziaa begat J oatham; 
and Joatham begat Aoliaz; and Aohaz 
begat Ezokias; and EzekiaB begat 
Manaases; and Manassas begat Amon; 
and Amon begat Josiaa; and JoBias 
begat Jeohoniae and his brethren, 
about the lime they were carried away 
to Babylon. 

4 And after thoy were brought to 
Babylon, Jeohoniaa begat Salathiel; 
and Salathiel begat Zorobable; and 
Zorobable begat Abiud; and Abiud 
begat Eliakim; and Eliakim begat 
Azor; and Azor begat Sadoo; and 
Sadoo begat Aohim ; and Aohim begat 
Eliud; and Eliud begat Eleazar; and 
Eleazar begat Matthan; and Matthan 
begat Jacob ; and Jaoob bogat Joseph, 
the husband of Mary, of whom was 
born Jesus, as the prophets have 
written, who is oalled Christ. 

6 So all the generations from Abra¬ 
ham to David, were fourteen genera¬ 
tions ; and from David until the car¬ 


rying away into Babylon, wore four- 
toon generations ; and from the carry¬ 
ing away into Babylon until Christ, 
were fourteen generations. 

CHAPTER II. 

Giving a history of the birth of Christ . 

N OW, as it is written, the birth of 
Jesus Christ was on this wise. 
After bis mother, Mary, was espoused 
to Joseph, before they oame together, 
she was found with child of the Holy 
Ghost. 

2 Then Joseph, her husband, being 
a jnst man, and not willing to make 
her a publio example, was minded to 
put her away privily. 

3 But while he thought on those 
things, bohold, the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a vision, say¬ 
ing, Joseph, thou son of David, fear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wife; 
for that which is oonceivod in her, is 
of the Holy Ghost. 

4 And Bho shall bring forth a son, 
and thou shalt call his name Jesus; 
for ho shall save his people from their 
sins. 

6 Now this took place, that all things 
might be fulfilled, which wore spoken 
of the Lord, by tbo prophots, saying, 
6 Behold, a virgin snail be with 
child, and shall bring forth a son, and 
they shall oall his name Emmanuel, 
(which, being interpreted, is, God 
with us.) 

7 Then Joseph, awaking out of bis 
vision, did as the angel of the Lord 
had hidden him, and took unto him 
his wife; 

8 And knew her not until she had 
brought forth her first-born son ; and 
they oalled his name Jesus. 


CHAPTER III. 

Joseph, being warned in a dream, fees U 

Egypt — John'3 mission — Be baptiseth 
Jesus. 

N OW when Jesus was born In 
Bethlehem of Judoa. in thodays 

l 
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of Herod the king, behold, there 
came wise men from the east to Jeru¬ 
salem, 

2 Saying, Where is the ohild that is 
born, the Messiah of the Jews? for 
we have Been his Btar in the east, and 
have oome to worship him. 

3 When Herod the King had heard 
of the ohild, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him. 

4 And when he bad gathered all 
the ohief priests, and Bcribes of the 
people together, he demanded of them, 
saying, Where is the place that is 
written of by the prophets, in which 
Christ should be born ? For he greatly 
feared, yet he believed not the 
prophets. 

6 And they said onto him. It is 
written by the prophets, that he should 
be born in Bethlehem of Judea, for 
thus have they said, 

6 The word of the Lord camo unto 
ue, saying, And thou, Bethlehem, 
which layeth in the land of Judea, in 
thee Bhall be born a prince, which 
art not the least among the princeB 
of Judea; for out of thee shall come 
the Measiah, who shall eave my peo¬ 
ple Israel. 

7 Then Herod, when he had called 
the wise men privily, enquired of 
them diligently at what time the star 
appeared. 

8 And he sent them to Bethlehem, 
and said, Go and search diligently for 
the young child ; and when ye have 
found the child, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worship him 
alao. 

9 When they had heard the king, 
they departed; and lo, the star which 
they saw in the east, went before them, 
nntil it came and stood over where 
the young ohild was. 

10 When they saw the star, they 
rejoioed with exceeding groat joy. 

11 And when they were come into 
the house, they saw the young ohild, 
with Mary his mother, and fell down 
and worshipped him. And when 
they had oponod their troaauros, thoy 
presented unto him gifts; gold, and 
frankinoense, and myrrh. 

12 And being warnod of God in a 
dream that they should not return 
to Herod, they departed into their 
*wn oonntry another way. 

13 And when they were departed. 


behold, the angel of the Lord, ap¬ 
peared to Joseph in a riaion, saying, 
Arise and tako the young child and 
bis mothor, and flee into Egypt, and 
tarry thou there until I bring thee 
word; for Herod will seek the young 
child to destroy him. 

14 And then ho arose, and took the 
young child, and the child’s mother, 
by night, and departed into Egypt; 

15 And was there until the death 
of Herod, that it might be fnlfilled 
which was spoken of the Lord, by 
the prophet, saying, Out of Egypt 
have I called my Son. 

10 Then Herod, when he saw that 
he was mocked of the wise men, was 
exceeding wroth ; and sent forth and 
Blew all the ohildren which were in 
Bethlehem, and all the ooasta thereof, 
from two years old and under, accord¬ 
ing to the time which he had dili¬ 
gently enquired of the wise men. 

17 Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying, 

18 In Hamah there was a voice 
beard, lamentation, and weeping, and 
great mourning; Rachael weeping 
for the loss of her children, and 
would not be comforted because they 
were not. 

19 But when Horod was dead, be¬ 
hold, an angel of the Lord appeared 
in a vision to Joseph in Egypt, 

20 Saying, Arise, and take the young 
child and his mother, and go into the 
land of Israel; for they are dead who 
sought the young child’s life. 

21 And he arose, and took the young 
child and his mother, and o&me into 
the land of Israol. 

22 But when he hoard that Arohe- 
laus did reign in Judea, in the stead 
of his father Herod, he was afraid to 
go thither; but, notwithstanding, 
being warned of God in a vision, he 
went into the eastern part of Galilee; 

23 And he came and dwelt in a oity 
oalled Nasareth, that it might be ful¬ 
filled which wae spoken by the pro¬ 
phets, Ho shall be oalled a Naiareno. 

24 And it came to pass that Jesus 
grew up with his brethren, and waxed 
strong, and waited upon the Lord for 
the time of his ministry to oome. 

25 And he served under his father, 
and he spake not aa other men, 
neither oonld he be taught; for ha 
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Deeded not that any man should teaoh 
him. 

26 And after many years, the hoar 
uf bis ministry drew nigh. 

27 And in those days oaine John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wilderness 
of Judea, 

28 And saying, Repent ye; for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

29 For I am he who was spoken of 
by the prophet Esaias, saying, The 
voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord and 
make his paths straight. 

30 And the Fame John had his rai¬ 
ment of camelB’ hair, and a leathern 
girdlo about his loins; and his food 
was locuBts and wild honey. 

31 Then went out to him Jerusalem, 
and All Judea, and all the region 
round about Jordan, 

32 And many wore baptized of him 
in Jordan, confessing their sins. 

33 But when he saw many of the 
Pharisees and Sadduoees come to his 
baptism, be eaid unto them, 0, gene¬ 
ration of vipers ! who hath warned 
you to floe from the wrath to oome? 

34 Why is it that ye reoeive not the 
preaching of him whom Ood haLh 
sent? If ye reoeive not this in your 
heartB, ye reoeiye not me; and if ye 
receive not me, ye reoeive not him of 
whom I am sent to bear record; and 
for your sins ye have no oloak. 

35 Repent, therefore, and bring 
forth fruits meet for repentance; 

36 And think not to say witbin 
yoursolves, We are the ohildren of 
Abraham, and we only have powor to 
bring seed onto our father Abraham; 
for I say onto you that God is able 
of these stones to raise up ohildren 
into Abraham. 

37 And now, also, the axe is laid 
unto the root of the trees; therefore 
every tree which bringeth not forth 
good fruit, shall be hewn down, and 
oast into the fire. 

38 I indeed baptize you with water, 
upon your repentance; and when he 
of whom I bear rooord oometh, who 
is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear, (or whose place I 
am not able to fill,) as I said, I in¬ 
deed baptise you boforo he oometh, 
that when he oometh he may baptiie 
pou with the Holy Ghost and fire. 

30 And It is he of whom I shall bear 


reoord, whose fan shall be in hie 
hand, and ho will thoroughly purge 
his floor, and gathor his wheat into 
the garnor; bnt in the fulness of his 
own time will burn up the chaff with 
unquenchable fire. 

40 Thus came John, preaohing and 
baptizing in the river of Jordan; 
bearing rooord, that he who was oom- 
ing after him had power to baptize 
with tho Holy Ghost and fire. 

41 And then cometh Jesns from 
Galilee to Jordan, unto John, to be 
baptized of him; 

42 But John refused him, saying, I 
have need to be baptized of thee, and 
why oomest thou to me? 

43 And Jesus, answering, said unto 
him, Suffer me to be baptized of thee, 
for thus it beoometh us to fulfil all 
righteousness. Then he suffered him. 

44 And John went down into the 
water and baptized him. 

46 And Jesus when he was haptized, 
went up straightway out of the water; 
and John saw, and lo, the heavens 
were openod unto him, and he saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove and lighting upon Jesus. 

46 And lo, he heard a voioe from 
heaven, saying, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 
Hear ye him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Christ led away by the Spirit—Tempted of 
the devil—The commencement of his mi¬ 
nistry. 

T HEN JesuB was led up of the 
Spirit, into the wilderness, to he 
with God. 

2 And when he had fasted forty 
days and forty nights, and had com¬ 
muned with God, he was afterwards 
an hungered, and was left to be 
tempted of the devil. 

3 And when the tempter oame to 
him, he said, If thou be the Son of 
God, oommand that these stones be 
made bread. 

4 But Jesus answered and said, It 
is written, Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by evory word that 
prooeedeth out of the month of God. 

6 Then Jesus was taken up into the 
holy oity, and the Spirit setteth him 
on the pinnaole of the temple. 

6 Then the devil oame unto him and 
said, If thou be the Son of God, oast 
thyself down, for it is written, Ha 
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•hall give his angels oharge concern¬ 
ing thee, and in their bands they 
shall bear thee np, lest at any time 
thou dash thy foot against a stone. 

7 Jesus said onto him, It is written 
again, Thon shall not tempt the Lord 
thy Qod. 

8 And again, Jesus was in the Spirit, 
and it taketh him ap into an exoeed- 
ing high mountain, and showed him 
all the kingdoms of the world and 
the glory of them. 

0 And the devil came unto him 
again, and said, All those things will 
I give unto thee, if thou wilt fall 
down and worship me. 

10 Then Jesus said unto him, Get 
thee hence, Satan; for it is written, 
Thou Bhalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thon serve. Then 
the devil leaveth him. 

11 And now Jesus know that John 
was cast into prison, and he sent 
angols, and, behold, they came and 
ministered unto him. 

12 And Jesus departed into Galilee, 
and leaving Nazareth, in Zobulon, he 
came ami dwelt in Capernaum, which 
Is upon the sea ooast, in the borders 
of Nephthalim, 

18 Tnat it might be fulfilled whioh 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, 

14 The land of Zebulon, and the 
land of Nephthalim, in the way of 
the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of 
the Gentiles; 

15 The people which sat in dark¬ 
ness saw a great light, and unto them 
that sat in the region and shadow of 
death, light is sprung up. 

16 From that time, Jesus began to 

reaoh, and to say, Repent; for the 

ingdom of heaven is at hand. 

17 .And JeBus, walking by tho sea of 
Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon, 
ealled Peter, and Andrew, his brother, 
easting a net into the sea; for they 
were fishers. 

18 And he said unto thorn, I am he 
of whom it is written by the prophets; 
follow me, and I will make you fishers 
of men. 

19 And they, believing on his words, 
left their net, aud straightway followed 
him. 

20 And goiug on from thence, ho 
saw two other brethren, James, and 
John his brother, the eons of Zebedee, 


in a ship with Zebedee their father, 
mending their net; and he oalled 
them. 

21 And they immediately left their 
father in the Bhip, and followed him. 

22 And Jesus went about all Galilee 
teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom; 
and healing all manner of sickness, 
aDd all manner of diseases among the 
people which believed on his name. 

23 And his fame went throughout 
atl Syria; and they brought unto him 
all sick people that were taken with 
divers diseases, and torments, and 
those who were possessed with devils, 
and those who were lunatic, and those 
that had the palsy; and he healed 
them. 

24 And there followed him great 
multitudes of people from Galilee, 
and Dooapolis, and Jerusalem, and 
Judea, and beyond Jordan. 

CHAPTER V. 

The Oammrruxmenl of ChriiCt teaching on 
the MovnL, 

ND Jesus, seeing the multitude, 
went up into a mountain; and 
when he was set down, his disciples 
came unto him; 

2 And he opened his mouth, and 
taught them, saying, 

3 Blessed are they who shall believe 
on me; and again, more blessed are 
they who shall believe on your words, 
when ye Bhall testify that ye have 
seen me and that I am. 

4 Yea, bleBBed arc they who shall 
believe on your words, and come 
down into the depth of humility, and 
be baptized in my name; for they 
shall oe visited with fire and the 
Holy Ghost, and shall rooeive a re¬ 
mission of their sins. 

5 Yoa, bloBsod are the poor in spirit, 
who come unto mo; for theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven. 

6 And again, blessod are they that 
mourn ; for they shall be comforted. 

7 And blessed are the meek; for they 
shall inherit the earth. 

8 And hlessed are all they that do 
hanger and thirst after righteousness 
for they shall be filled with the Holy 
Ghost. 

9 And blessed are the merciful; fa 
they shall obtain mercy. 

10 And blessed are all the pore Is 
heart; for they shall see God. 
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11 And blessed are all the peace¬ 
makers ; for they shall be oalled the 
ohildren of God. 

12 Blessed are all they that are per¬ 
secuted for my name's sake ; for theirs 
Ls the kingdom of heaven. 

13 And blessed are ye when men 
shall revile you, and persecute you, 
and shall say all manner of evil 
against you falsely, for my sake. 

14 For ye shall have great joy, and 
be exceodiug glad ; for groat shall be 
your reward in heaven ; for bo perse¬ 
cuted they the pruphots whiob were 
before you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, I 
give unto you to be the salt of the 
earth; but if the salt shall lose its 
savour, wherewith shall the earth be 
salted ? the salt shall thenoeforth be 
good for nothing, but to be oast out, 
and to be trodden under foot of men. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, I 
give unto you to be the light of the 
world ; a oity that is set on a hill oan- 
not be hid. 

17 Behold, do men light a oandle 
and put it under a bushel ? Nay, but 
on a oandleBtiek ; and it giveth light 
to all that are in the house. 

18 Therefore, let your light so shine 
before this world, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your 
Father who is in heaven. 

10 Think not that I am oome to 
destroy the law, or tho prophets; I 
am not oome to destroy, but to 
fulfil. 

20 For verily I say unto you, heaven 
and earth must pass away, but one 
Jot or one tittle snail in no wise pass 
from the law, until all be fulfilled. 

21 Whosoever, therefore, shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall teach men so to do, he shall 
In no wise be saved in the kingdom 
of heaven; but whosoever shall do 
and teach these commandments of 
the law until it be fulfilled, the same 
shall he oalled great, and shall be 
saved in the kingdom of heaven. 

22 For I say onto you, exoept your 
righteousness shall eioeed that of 
the Soribes and Pharisees, ye shall In 
no oase enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. 

23 Ye have heard that It hath 
been said by them of old time that, 
Thou shall not kill; and whosoever 
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ehall kill, shall be in danger of the 
judgment of God. 

24 Bnt I say onto you, that whoso¬ 
ever is angry with his brother, shall 
be in danger of his judgment; and 
whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Raoa, or Rabcah, shall be in danger 
of the council; and whosoever shall 
say to his brother, Thou fool, shall be 
in danger of hell fire. 

25 Therefore, if ye shall oome unto 
me, or shall desire to oome unto me, 
or if thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememherest that thy bro¬ 
ther hath aught against thee, 

26 Leave thou thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way unto thy bro¬ 
ther, and first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer thy 
gift. 

27 Agree with thine adversary quiok- 
ly, while thou art in the way with him; 
lest at any time thine adversary de¬ 
liver thee to the judge, and the judge 
deliver thee to the offioer, and thou be 
cast into prison. 

28 Verily I say unto thee, thou shall 
by no moans oome out thenoe, until 
thou hast paid the uttermost farthing. 

29 Behold, it is written by them of 
old time, that thou shalt not oommit 
adultery. 

30 But I say unto you, that whoso¬ 
ever looketh od a woman to lust after 
her, hath committed adultery with, 
her in his heart already. 

31 Behold, I give unto you a oom- 
mandmont, that ye suffer none of these 
things to enter into yonr heart, for it 
is better that ye should deny your¬ 
selves of these things, wherein ye will 
take up your cross, than that ye should 
be oast into hell. 

32 Therefore, if thy right eye offend 
thee, pluok it out and oast it from 
thee ; for it is profitable for thee that 
one of thy memDers should perish, and 
not that thy whole body should be oast 
Into bell. 

33 Or if thy right hand offend thee, 
cot it off and oast it from thee; for it 
is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be oast into 
hell. 

34 And now this I speak, a parable 
oonoerning your sins; wherefore, oast 
them from you, that you may not b* 
hewn down and oast into the fire. 
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86 It hath been written that, Who¬ 
soever shall put away his wife, let him 
give her a writing of divoroement. 

36 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
that whosoever shall put away his 
wife, saving for the cause of fornica¬ 
tion, oauseth her to commit adultery; 
and whosoever shall marry her that 
is divorced, committoth adultery. 

37 Again, it hath been written by 
them of old time. Thou Bhalt not for¬ 
swear thyself, hut shall perform unto 
the Lord thine oaths. 

38 But I say unto you, Bwcar not at 
all; neither by heaven, for it is Qod’s 
home; nor by the earth, for it is his 
foolBtool; neither by Jerusalem, for 
it is the oity of the great King ; neither 
shalt thou swear by thy head, because 
thou canst not make one hair white 
or hlaek. 

39 But lot your oommunioation be 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay; for whatsoever 
is more than theso oometh of evil. 

40 Y r ou have heard that it hath been 
said, An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth. 

41 But I Bay onto you, that ye resist 
not evil; but whosoever shall smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him 
the other also. 

42 And if any man will sue thee at 
the law, and take away thy ooat, let 
him have it; and if he sue thee again, 
let him have thy cloak also. 

43 And whosoever shall compel thee 
to go a mile, go with him a mile ; and 
whosoever shall oompel thee to go 
with him twain, thou shalt go with 
him twain. 

44 Give to him that asketh of thee; 
and from him who would borrow of 
thoe, turn not thou away. 

46 Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, Thou shalt love ihy neighbour, 
and hate thine enemy. 

46 But I say unto you, love your 
enemies ; bless them that curse you ; 
f j> good to them tbnt hate you; and 
pray for them whioh deapitofully use 
you and persecute you; 

47 That ye may be the ohildren of 
your Father who is in heaven ; for he 
maketh his sun to rise ou the evil and 
on the good, and sendoth rain on the 
just and on the unjuBt. 

48 For if ye love only them whioh 
love you, what reward have you ? Do 
not even the publicans the same t 


40 And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye more than others P 
Do not even the publicans the s&mef 

50 Ye are therefore commanded to 
be perfect, even as your Father who 
is in heaven is perfect. 

CHAPTEIl VI. 

Chris?i teaching an the mount continued. 
ND it came to pass that, as Jesus 
taught his disciples, he said unto 
them, Take heed that ye do not your 
alms before men, to be seen of them; 
otherwise ye have no reward of your 
Father who is in heaven. 

2 Therefore, when thou doest alms, 
do not sound a trumpet before thee, 
as the hypocrites do, in the synagogues 
and in the streets, that they may have 
glory of men. Verily I say unto you, 
they have their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let it 
be unto theo as thy left hand not 
knowing what thy right hand docth; 

4 That thine alms may be in seoret; 
and. thy Father who seeth in secret, 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 And when thou prayest, thou shalt 
not be as the hypoorites ; for they love 
to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the oorners of the streets, that 
they may be seen of men ; for, vorily, 
I say unto you, they have their 
reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy oloset, and when thou bast 
shut the door, pray to thy Father who 
is in secret; and thy Father who seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the hypoorites do ; for 
thoy think that they shall be heard 
for thoir muoh speaking. 

8 Therefore be ye not like unto 
them ; lor your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, before ye ask 
hiiu. 

0 Therefore after this manner shall 
ye pray, saying, 

10 Our Father who art In heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

11 Thy kingdom come. Thy wiB be 
done on earth, as it is done in heaven. 

12 Give us this day, our daily bread. 

13 And forgive ns our trespasses, as 
we forgive those who trespass against 
us. 

14 And suffer ns not to be led Into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil. 

16 For thine is the kingdom, and 
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the power, and the glory, forever and 
ever, Amen. 

10 For if ye forgive men their tres- 

ftHBOB, who trespass against yon, yonr 

eavenly Father will also forgive 
you; but if yo forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your heavenly 
Father forgive you your trespasses. 

17 Moreover, when ye faBt, be not 
as the hypooritos, of a sad counte¬ 
nance ; for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily, I say unto you, they 
have their reward. 

IB But thou, whon thou fastest, 
anoint thy hoad and wash thy face, 
that thou appear not unto men to 
fast, but unto thy Father who is in 
seoret; and thy Father who seeth in 
seoret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 Lay not up for yourselves trea¬ 
sures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal. 

20 But lay up for yourselves trea¬ 
sures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth oorrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
steal. 

21 For whore your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also, 

22 The light of tho body is the eye; 
if therefore thine eye be single to the 
glory of Cod, thy whole body shall 
bo full of light. 

23 But if thine oye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be full of darkness. 
If therefore the light whioh is in thee 
be darkness, how great shall that 
darkness be. 

24 No man can sorve two masters; 
for either ho will hate tho one, and 
lovo the other; or he will hold to 
the one and despise the other. Ye 
oannot serve God and Mammon. 

25 And, again, I say unto you, go 
ye into the world, and care not for 
the world; for the world will hate 
you, and will persecute you, and will 
turn you out of their synagogues. 

26 Nevertheless, ye shall go forth 
from house to house, teaching tho 
people; and I will go before you. 

27 And your heavenly Father will 
provide for you, whatsoever things yo 
need for food, what you shall eat; 
and for raiment, what ye shall wear 
or put on. 

Jo Therefore I say unto yon, take 
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no thought for your life, what ye 
shall oat, or what ye shall drink; nor 
yet for your bodies, what ye shall 
put on. Is not the life more than 
moat, and the body than raiment? 

29 Behold the fowls of the air, for 
they bow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns; yet your hea¬ 
venly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not much better than they? How 
muoh more will he not feed you? 

30 Wherefore take no thought for 
these things, but keep my command¬ 
ments wherewith I have commanded 
you. 

31 For which of you by taking 
thought oan add one oubit unto his 
stature. 

32 And why take ye thought for rai¬ 
ment ? Consider tho lilies of the 
field, how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they spin. 

33 And yet I say unto yon, that 
even Solomon, in all his glory, was 
not arrayed like one of these. 

34 Therefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, whioh to-day is, 
and to-morrow is cast into the oven, 
how muoh more will he not provide 
for you, if yc are not of little faith. 

35 Therefore take no thought, say¬ 
ing, What shall we eat? or, What 
shall we drink ? or, Wherewithal shall 
we be clothed ? 

30 Why is it that ye murmur among 
yourselves, saying, We oannot obey 
thy words because ye have not all 
those things, and seek to exonse your¬ 
selves, saying that, After all these 
things do ihe Gentiles seek. 

37 Behold, I say unto you, that your 
heavonly Father knoweth that ye 
have uoed of all these things. 

38 Whoroforo, seek not the things 
of this world; but seek ye first to 
build up the kingdom of God, and to 
establish his righteousness, and all 
those things shall be added unto you. 

36 Take, therefore, no thought for 
the morrow; for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. 
Sufficient unto the day Bhall be the 
evil thereof. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Christ instructing his disciples what to teach 
unto the world. 

N OW these are the words which 
Jesns taught his disciples that 
they should say unto the people. 
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2 Judge not unrighteously, that ye 
be not judged; but judge righteous 
judgment. 

3 For with what judgment ye shall 
judge, ye shall be judged ; and with 
what measure ye mete, it shall 
be measured to you again. 

•t And again, ye shall say unto 
them. Why is it that thou beholdest 
the mote that i9 in thy brother's eye, 
but oonsiderest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye ? 

6 Or how wilt thou say to thy bro¬ 
ther, Let me pull out the mote out of 
thine eye; and const not behold a 
beam in thine own eye ? 

6 And Jesus said unto his diaoiples, 
Beholdest thou the Scribes, and the 
Pharisees, and the Priests, and the 
Levites? They teach in their syna¬ 
gogues, but do not observe the law, 
nor the commandments; and all have 
gone out of the way, and are under 
sin. 

7 Go thou and say unto them, Why 
teach ye men the law and the com¬ 
mandments, when ye yourselveB are 
the ohildren of corruption ? 

8 Say unto them, Ye hypocrites, 
first oast out the beam out of thine 
own eyes; and then shalt thou see 
dearly to oast out the mote out of 
thy brother’s eye. 

0 Go ye into the world, saying unto 
all, Repent, for the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven has come nigh unto you. 

10 And the mysteries of the king¬ 
dom ye shall keep within yourselves; 
for it is not meet to give that which 
la holy unto the dogs; neither cast 
ye your pearls unto swine, lest they 
trample them under their feet. 

11 For the world oannot receive 
that which ye, yourselves, are not 
able to bear; wherefore ye shall not 
give your pearls unto them, lest they 
turn again and rend you. 

12 Say unto them, Ask of God ; ask, 
and it shall be given you ; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. 

13 For every one that asketh, re- 
oeiveth ; and he that Beeketh, findoth ; 
and unto him that knooketh, it Bhall 
be opened. 

14 And then said his disciples onto 
him, they will say unto us, We our¬ 
selves are righteous, and need not 
that any man should teaoh us. God, 


we know, heard Moses and som^ of 
the prophets; but us he will not 
hear. 

15 And they will say, We have the 
law for our salvation, and that is 
sufficient for ub. 

10 TheD Jesus answered, and said 
unto his disciples, thus shall ye say 
unto them, 

17 What man among you, having a 
son, and he shall be standing out, aud 
shall say, Father, open thy house that 
I may come in and sup with thee, will 
not say, Come iD, my son; for mine 
is thine, and thine is mine? 

16 Or what man is there among you, 
who, if his son ask bread, will give 
him a stone? 

19 Or if he ask a fish, will he give 
him a serpent? 

20 If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good giftB unto your ohildren, 
how muoh more shall your Father 
who is in heaven, give good things 
to .them that ask him ? 

21 Therefore, all things whatsoever 
ye would that men should do unto 
you, do ye even so to them; for this 
is the law and the prophets. 

22 Repent, therefore, and enter ye 
in at the straight gate; for wide is 
the gate, and broad is the way that 
leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be who go in thereat. 

23 Because straight is the gate,and 
narrow is the way that leadeth unto 
life, and few there be that find it. 

24 And, again, beware of false pro¬ 
phets, that come to you in sheep’s 
olothing ; but inwardly they are ra¬ 
vening wolves. 

25 Ye shall know them by their 
fruits; for do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? 

26 Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit; but a oorrupl tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. 

27 A good tree cannot bring forth 
evil fruit; neither a oorrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

28 Every tree that bringeth nol forth 
good fruit, is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire. 

29 Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them. 

30 Vorily I say unto you, it is nol 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, that shall enter into the king¬ 
dom of heaven; but he that doeth the 
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iril! of my Father who is In heaven. 

31 For the day aoonoometh, that men 
■hall come before me to judgment, to 
be judged according to their works. 

32 And many will say unto me in 
that day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name; and in thy 
name oast out devils; and in thy 
name done many wonderful works? 

33 And then will I say. Ye never 
know me; depart from me ye that 
work iniquity. 

34 Therefore, whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine and doeth them, 
I will liken him unfo a wise man, who 
built his house upon a rock, and the 
rains descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blow, and beat upon 
that Loubo, and it fell not; for it was 
founded upon a rook. 

35 And evory one that hoareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall bo likened unto a foolish man, 
wbo built his house upon the sand; 
and the rains descended, and tho floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat 
upon that house, and it fell; and 
great was the fall of it. 

36 And it came to pass when Jesus 
bad ended these sayings with bis dis- 
oiplos, tho people were astonished at 
his doctrine; 

37 For he taught them as one hav¬ 
ing authority from God, and not as 
having authority from the Soribos. 

CHAPTER Till. 

Jtius comes down from the mountain—Does 
many mighty works—Sends t)ie devils into 
the swine . 

ND wbon Jesus was come down 
from the mountain, great multi¬ 
tudes followed him. 

2 And, behold, there oamo a loper 
worshipping him, saying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou oan9t mako mo cloau, 

3 And Jo bus put forth his hand and 
touohed him, saying, I will; be thon 
tlean. And immediately his leprosy 
res oleansod. 

4 And Jesus said unto him, See thou 
tell no man; but go thy way and 
show thyself to tho priest, and offer 
the gift that Moses commanded, for a 
testimony nnto them. 

5 And when Jesus was entered into 
Capornaum, there name unto him a 
centurion, boseeohing him, and say¬ 
ing, Lord, my servant lieth at home 
tiok of the palsy,grievously tormented. 


0 And Jesns said unto him, I wiD 
come and heal him. 

7 The centurion answered and said, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
ehouldest oome under my roof; but 
speak the word only, and my servant 
snail be healed. 

0 For I am a man under authority, 
having soldiers under me; and I say 
to this man, Go, and he goeth; and to 
another. Come, and he oometh; and 
to my servant, Do this, and he doetb 
it. 

0 And when they that followed him, 
heard this, they marvelled. And when 
Jesus heard this, he said nnto them 
that followed, 

10 Verily I say unto yon, I have not 
found so great faith ; no, not in Israel. 

11 And I say unto you, that many 
shall come from the east, and tho west, 
and shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

12 Bat the ohildren of the wioked 
one shall be cast oat into onter dark¬ 
ness ; there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

13 And Jesns said nnto the oentu- 
rion, Go thy way, and as thou hast 
believed, so be it done unto thee. 
And his servant was healed in the 
self-same hour. 

14 And when Jesns was oome Into 
Fetor's house, he Baw his wife's mo¬ 
ther laid, and sick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, and 
the fever left her; and she arose and 
ministered unto thorn, 

10 Now when the evening was oome, 
they brought unto him many that were 
possessed with devils ; and he oast out 
tho evil spirits with the word, and 
boaled all that were siok. 

17 That it might be fulfilled whioh 
was spoken by Esaias the jfrophet, 
saying, Ilimself took our infirmities 
and bear our eioknesses. 

18 Now when Jesus saw great mul¬ 
titudes about him, he gave oommand- 
mont to depart unto the other side of 
the sea. 

19 And a certain soribe oame unto 
him and said, Master, I will follow 
thee whithersoever thou goest. 

20 And Jesus said unto him, The 
fox os have holes, and the birds of the 
air have nests; but the Son of Man 
hath not where to lay his head 
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21 And another of his disoiples said 
unto him, Lord, suffer me first to go 
and bury my father. 

22 But Jesus said unto him. Follow 
me, and let the dead bury their dead. 

23 And when he was entored into the 
ship, his disciples came unto him. 

24 And, behold, there arose a great 
tempest in the sea, insomuch that the 
ship was oovered with the waves ; but 
he was asleep. 

25 And hiB disoiplea came unto him, 
and awoke him, saying, Lord, save us ; 
else we perish. 

26 Ana he said unto them, Why are 
ye fearful, 0 ye of little faith? 

27 Then he arose, and rebuked the 
winds and the sea; and there was a 
great oalm. 

28 But the men marvelled, saying, 
What manner of man is this, that even 
the winds and the sea obey him? 

29 And when he was oome to the 
other side, into the oountry of the 
Gergesenes, there met him a man pos¬ 
sessed of devils, coming out of the 
tembs, exceeding fierce, so that no 
man could pass that way. 

30 And, behold, he oried out, saying, 
What have we to do with thee, Jesus, 
thou Son of God? Art thou come 
hither to torment us before the time ? 

31 And there was, a good way off 
from them, a herd of many swine, 
feeding. 

32 So the devils besought him, say¬ 
ing, If thou oast us out, suffer us to 
go into the herd of swine. 

33 And he said unto them, Go. And 
when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of swine; and, behold, 
the whole herd of swine ran violently 
down a steep place into the sea, and 
perished in the waters. 

34 And they that kept them fled, 
and went their way into the oity, and 
told everything which took place, and 
what was befallen the possessed of 
*4ie devils. 

35 And, behold, the whole oity oame 
ut to meet Jesus ; and when they saw 

him, they besought him that he would 
depart out of their ooasts. 

CUAPTKR IX 

Jesus reiedelh the Jew, with their baptism— 
Parable of the t cine and bottles. 

ND Jesus entered into a ship, and 
passed over, and came into his 
•wn oity. 


2 And, behold, they brought to him 
a man siok of the palsy, lying on s 
bed; and Jesus, knowing their faith, 
said unto the sick of the palsy, Son, 
be of good oheer; thy sins be forgiven 
thee; go thy way and sin no more. 

3 And, behold, certain of the Soribea 
said within themselves, This man 
blasphemeth. 

4 And Jesus, knowing their thoughts, 
said, Wherefore is it that ye think evil 
in your hearts? 

5 For is it not easier to say, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee, than to say, 
Arise and walk. 

6 But I said this that ye may know 
that the Son of Man hath power on 
earth to forgive sins. 

7 Then Jesus said unto the sick of 
the palsy, Arise, take up thy bed, 
and go unto thy house. 

8 And he immediately arose, and 
departed to his house. 

9 But when tho multitude saw it, 
they marvelled and glorified God, who 
had given such power unto men. 

10 And as Jesus passed forth from 
thenoe, he saw a man named Matthew, 
sitting at the place where they re¬ 
ceived tribute, as was customary in 
those days, and he said unto him, 
Follow me. And he arose and fol 
lowed him. 

11 And it oame to pass, as Jesus sat 
at meat in the house, behold, many 
publicans and Binners came and sat 
down with him, and with his disciples. 

12 And when the Pharisees saw 
them, they said unto his disciples, 
Why eateth your master with publi¬ 
cans and sinners ? 

13 But when Jesus heard them, he 
said unto them, They that be whole 
need not a physician, but they that 
are siok. 

14 But go ye and learn what this 
meanoth, I will have mercy and not 
sacrifice; for I am not oome to call 
the righteous, but sinners to repent 
anoe. 

15 And while he was thus teaching, 
there oame to him the disoiples of 
John, saying, Why do we and the 
Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples 
fast not ? 

16 And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the children of the bride-ohamber 
mourn, as long as the bridegroom Is 
with them? 



CHAPTER X. II 


IT But the days will come, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken from 
them, and then shall they fast. 

18 Then said the Pharisees onto 
him, Why will ye not receive ns with 
our baptism, seeing we keep the whole 
law? 

19 But Jesus said unto them, Te 
keep not the law. If yo had kept 
the law, ye would have reoeived me, 
for I am he who gave the law. 

20 I reoeive not you with your bap¬ 
tism, because it profitcth yon nothing. 

21 For whon that which is now is 
oome, the old is ready to be put away. 

22 For no man putteth a piece of 
new doth on an old garment; for 
that which is put in to till it up, 
takelh from the garment, and the 
rent is made worse. 

23 Neither do men put new wino 
into old bottles; elso tho bottles break, 
and the wine runnoth out, and tho 
bottles perish ; but they put new wine 
into new bottloe, and bolh nro pre¬ 
served. 

24 While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, thore caine a oer- 
tain ruler and worshipped him, say¬ 
ing, My daughter is even now dying; 
but come and lay thy hand upon her 
and she shall livo. 

26 And Jesus aroso and followed 
him, and also his disciples, and much 
people thronged him. 

26 And, bohold, a woman whioh 
was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, came behind him, and 
touohed the hem of his garment. 

2T For she said within herself, If I 
may but touch his garment, I shall 
be whole. 

28 But Jesus turned him about, and 
when he saw her, he said, Danghler, 
be of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole. And the woman 
was made whole from that hour. 

29 And when Jesus oame into the 
ruler’s houBO, and saw the minatrelB, 
and the peoplo making a noise, 

30 He said unto them, Give place; 
for the maid is not dead; but sleep- 
eth. And they laughed him to scorn. 

31 But when the people were pat 
forth, ho wont in, and took her by the 
band, and tho maid arose. 

32 And the fame of Jesus went 
abroad into all that land. 

89 And whon Jesus departed tbenoe, 


two blind men followed him, orying, 
and saying, Jesus, thou Son of David, 
have meroy on ns. 

34 And when he was oome into the 
house, the blind men oame to him; 
and Jesus said unto them, Believe ye 
that I am able to do this 7 They said 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

35 Then touched he their eyes, say¬ 
ing, According to yonr faith, be it 
onto you. 

36 And their eyes were opened; and 
Btraitly he oharged them, saying, 
Keep my commandments, and seo ye 
toll no man in this place, that no mao 
know it. 

37 But they, when they were de¬ 
parted, spread abroad his fame in all 
that country. 

38 And as they went oat, behold, 
they brought to him a dumb man 
possessed with a devil. 

39 And when the devil was cast out, 
the dumb man spake. And the mul¬ 
titudes marvelled, saying, It was never 
so seen in Israel. 

40 But the Pharisees said, He casteth 
out the devils, through the prince of 
the devils. 

41 And Jesus went aboat all the 
oities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom, and healing every 
siokness and disease among the peo¬ 
ple. 

42 But when he saw themnltitudes, 
he was moved with oompassion on 
them, because they fainted, and were 
scattered abroad, as sheep having no 
shephord. 

43 Then said ho onto his disoiples, 
The harvost truly is plenteous, but 
the laborers are few. 

44 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth laborers 
into his harvost. 

CHAPTER X. 

Christ caReth the TWJro —Oiveth thempower 
over unclean spirits — Sendeth them forth, — 
Instructs them what to do. 

ND when he had oalled onto him 
bis twelve disoiples, he gave 
them power over unofean spirits, to 
oast them out, and to heal alt manner 
of sickness and all manner of disease. 

2 Now the names of the twelve 
apostles were these; the first Simeon, 
wno is oalled Peter, and Andrew his 
brother; James the son of Zebedee, 
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ind John bis hrother; Philip, and 
Bartholomew; Thomas, and Matthew 
the publican; James the son of 
Atpheus, and LebbeuB, whoso surname 
was Thaddeus; Simon the Canaanite, 
and Judas Isoariot, who also betrayed 
him. 

3 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
commanded them, saying, 

4 Go not into the way of the Gentiles, 
and enter ye not into any oity of the 
Samaritans. 

5 But rather go to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. 

8 And as ye go, preaoh, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

7 Ileal the Bick ; oleanse the lepers; 
raise the deAd ; east out dovils; freely 
ye have received, freely give. 

8 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in yonr purses. 

9 Nor scrip for your journey, neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet staves; 
for the workman is worthy of his meat. 

10 And into whatsoever town or oity 
ye shall enter, enquire who in it is 
worthy, and there abide till ye go 
thonoe. 

11 And when ye oome into a house, 
salute it; and if the house be worthy, 
let your peaoe oome upon it; but if 
it he not worthy, let your peace return 
to you. 

12 And whosoever shall not reoeive 
you, nor hear yonr words, when ye 
depart out of that house, or city, 
shake off the dust of your feet for a 
testimony against them. 

13 And, verily, I say unto you, it 
shall bo more tolerable for the land 
of 8odom and Gomorrah in the day 
of judgment, than for that city. 

14 Behold, I send you forth an sheep 
in the midst of wolves; be ye there¬ 
fore wise servants, and as harmless 
as doves. 

15 But, beware of men; for they 
will deliver you up to the oouncils, 
and they will scourge you in their 
synagogues. 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for 
a testimony against them and the 
Gentiles. 

17 Bat when they deliver yon up, 
take no thought how or what ye shall 
•peak; for it shall be given you in 
that same hour what ye shall speak ; 
for It is not ye that speak, but the 


Spirit of yonr Father whloh rpeeketb 
in yon. 

18 And the hrother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child; and the children shall 
raise up against their parents and 
cause them to be put to death. 

19 And y© shall be hated of all the 
world for my Dame’s sake ; but he 
that endureth to the end shall be 
saved. 

20 But when thoy persecute you in 
one oity, flee ye into another; for 
verily, I say unto you, Te shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, 
till the Son of Man has come. 

21 Remember, the disciple is not 
above his master; nor the servant 
above his lord. It is enough that 
the disciple be as his master, and the 
servant as his lord. 

22 If they have called the master 
of the house Beelzebub, bow muob 
more shall they call them of his house¬ 
hold. 

23 Fear them not, therefore; for 
there is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed; and hid, that shall 
not be known. 

24 What I tell you in darkness, 
preach ye in light; and whatever 
ye hear in the ear, preach ye upon 
the housetops. 

25 And fear not them who are able 
to kill the body, hnt are not able to 
kill the sonl; but rather fear him 
wbo is able to destroy both soul and 
body in hell. 

26 Are not two sparrowB sold for a 
farthing? And one of them shall 
not fall to the ground without your 
Fathor knoweth it. 

27 And the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear ye not, 
therefore; ye are of more value than 
many sparrows. 

28 Whosoever, therefore, shall con¬ 
fess me before men, him will I confess 
also before my Father who is in heaven. 

29 But whosoever shall deny me be¬ 
fore men, him will I also deny before 
my Father who is in heaven. 

30 Think not that I am come to 
send peaoe on earth; I came not to 
send peace, bnt a sword. 

31 For I am oome to set a man at 
varianoe against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and 
the daughter-in-law against her mo- 
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ther ln-law; and a man’s foes will 
he they of his own household. 

32 lie who loveth father and mother 
moro than mo, is not worthy of me; 
and he who lovolh son or daughter 
more than me, is not worthy of me. 

33 And he who taketh not bis cross 
and followeth after me, is not worthy 
of me. 

31 He who seeketh to Bave his life 
shall lose it; and he who losoth his 
life for my Bake shall find it. 

35 lie who recoiveth you, reoeiveth 
me; and he who reoeiveth me, re¬ 
coiveth him who sent me. 

36 He that reoeiveth a prophet, in 
the name of a prophet, Bhall receive 
a prophet’s reward. 

37 He that receiveth a righteous 
man, in the name of a righteous man, 
shall receive a righteous man's To¬ 
ward. 

38 And whosoever flhall givo to 
drink unto one of those littio onoB, 
a cup of cold water only in tho name 
of a disciple, verily, I say unto you, 
ho shall in no wise loso his reward. 

CHAPTER XI. 

John sendeth hit diacipltj to Christ — Testi¬ 
mony of Christ concerning John. 

ND it came to pass, whon Jesus 
had made an end of command¬ 
ing his twelve disciples, he departed 
thence to loach and to preooh in their 
oitius. 

2 Now when John had hoard in the 
prison the words of Christ, he sent 
two of his disciples, 

3 And they said unto him, Art thou 
ho of whom it is written in the pro¬ 
phets that he should come, or do wo 
look for another 7 

4 Josus answered and said unto 
them, Go and toll John again of those 
thiugs whioh ye do bear and see; 

5 How that the blind receive their 
sight, and the lame walk, and the 
lepers are oloansed, aud the deaf hear, 
and the dead are raised up, and the 
poor hare the gospel proaohed unto 
them. 

0 And blessed is John, and whoso¬ 
ever shall not be offended in mo. 

7 And as they departed, Jesus be¬ 
gan to say unto the multitudes con¬ 
cerning John, What went ye out into 
the wilderness to see? Was it a reed 
shaken with the wind? And they 
answered him, No. 


8 And he said, But what went ye 
out for to see 7 Was it a man clothed 
in soft raiinont? Behold they that 
wear soft raiment are in kings' houses. 

9 But what wont ye out for to see 7 
A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, 
ana more than a prophet. 

10 For this is the one of whom it 
is written, Behold, I send my messen¬ 
ger before thy face, which shall pre¬ 
pare thy way before thee. 

11 Verily, I say onto yon, Among 
thorn that are born of women, there 
hath not risen a greater than John 
the Baptist; notwithstanding, he 
that is least in the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven, is greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John the 
Baptist until now, the kingdom of 
heaven sufibreth violence, and the 
violent take it by force. 

13 But the day will come, when the 
violent shall have no power; for all 
the prophets and the law prophesied 
that it should be thus until John. 

14 Yea, as many as have prophesied 
have foretold of these days. 

15 And if ye will receive it, verily, 
he was the Elias, who was for to come 
and prepare all things. 

10 He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

17 But whereunto shall I liken this 
generation 7 

18 It is like unto ohildren sitting In 
the markets, and oalling nDto their 
fellows, and saying, We have piped 
unto you, and ye have not danced; 
we have mourned for you, and ye 
have not lamented. 

19 For John came neither eating nor 
drinking, and they say, He hath a 
devil. 

20 The Son of Man oame eating 
and drinking, and they say, Behold, 
a gluttonous man and a wine-bibber, 
a friend of publioans and sinners. 

21 But I say unto you, Wisdom is 
juBtiHod of her ohildron. 

22 Then bogan he to upbraid the 
oities wherein most of his mighty 
works wero done, because they repent¬ 
ed not. 

23 Woo onto thee, Choraiin! Woe 
unto thee, Bothsaidat For if the 
mighty works whioh were done In 
you, had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, they would have repented long 
since in saokoloth and ashes. 
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24 But i aay unto you. It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the day of judgment, than for you. 

25 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted unto heaven, shalt bo brought 
down to hell; for if the mighty works 
which have been done in thee, had 
been done in Sodom, it would have 
remained until this day. 

26 But I say unto you, it Bhall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
in the day of judgment, than for thee. 

27 And at that time, there came a 
voioe out of heaven, and Jesus an¬ 
swered and said, I thank thee, 0 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
hecause thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast 
revealed them unto babes. Even so, 
Father, for so it seemed good in thy 
eight! 

28 All things are delivered unto me 
of my Father; and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save 
the Son, and they to whom the Son 
will roveal himself; they shall see 
the Father also. 

29 Then Bpake Jesus, saying, Come 
unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. 

30 Take my yoke upon you, and 
lenm of me; for I am moek and 
lowly in heart; and ye shall find rest 
unto your souls; for my yoke is easy 
and my burden is light. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jesus teaches the Scribes and Pharisees — Re¬ 
stores a withered hand an the Sabbath day. 
T that time Jesus went on the 
Sabbath day through the corn ; 
and his disciples were an hungered, 
and began to pluck the ears of corn 
and to eat. 

2 But when the Pharisees saw them, 
they said unto him, Behold, thy disoi- 
plcB do that whioh is not lawful to do 
upon the Sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them, Have ye 
not read what David did, when he 
was an hungered, and they who were 
with him ? How he entered into the 
house of Qod, and did eat the shew- 
broad, whioh was not lawful for him 
to cat, neither for them whioh were 
with him ; but only for the priests? 

4 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the Sabhath day the 
priests in the temple profane the Sab¬ 


bath, and ye say they are blameless ? 

5 But I say unto you, that in this 
place is one greater than the temple. 

6 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy and not 
sacrifice, ye would not havo condemn¬ 
ed the guiltless. For the Son of Man 
is Lord even of the Sabbath. 

7 And when he was departed thenoe, 
he went into their synagogues. 

8 And, behold, there was a man 
which had a withered hand. And 
they asked him, saying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the Sabbath days? that 
they might accuse him. 

9 And he said unto them, What man 
shall there be among you that shall 
have one sheep, and if it fall into a 

f rit on the Sabbath day, will be not 
ay hold on it and lift it out ? 

10 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep ? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on tho Sabbath days. 

11 Then said he to the man, Stretch 
forth thine hand; and he stretched it 
forth, and it was restored whole, liku 
unto the other. 

12 Then the Pharisees went out ani 
held a council against him, how they 
might destroy him. 

13 But Josus knew when they took 
counsel, and he withdrew himself from 
thenoe; and great multitudes followed 
him, and he healed their sick, and 
charged them that they should not 
make him known; 

14 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, Behold my servant, whom I 
have chosen; my beloved, in whom 
my soul is well pleased. 

15 I will put my Spirit upon him, 
and he shall show judgment to the 
Gentiles. He shall not strive, nor 
cry; neither shall any man hear his 
voioe in the streets. 

lfl A bruised reed shall he not hreak, 
and smoking flax shall he notquenoh ; 
till he send forth judgment unto vic¬ 
tory. 

17 And in his name shall the Gen¬ 
tiles trust. 

18 Then was brought unto him ODe 
ossessed with a devil, blind and 
umb ; and he healed him; insomuoh 
that the blind aDd dumb hoth spake 
and saw. 

19 And all the people were arnaied, 
and said. Is this the Son of David? 
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20 But when the Pharisees heard 
th&l ho had cast out tho devil, they 
paid, This man doth not oast out 
devils, but by Beelzebub the prinoe 
of devils. 

21 And Jesus knew their thoughts, 
and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to 
desolation ; and every city or house 
divided against itself, Bhall not stand. 
ADd if Satan cast out Satan, he is 
divided against himself; how then 
shall his kingdom stand? 

22 And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children cast 
out devils? Therefore they shall be 
your judges. 

23 Dut if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of Qod, then the kingdom of 
God is oome unto you. For they also 
cast out devils by the Spirit of God, 
for unto them is given power over 
devils, that they may cast them out. 

24 Or else, how can one enter into a 
strong man's house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind the strong 
man, nnd then ho will spoil biB house? 

25 no that is not with me is against 
me, and ho that gathereth not with 
mo soattereth abroad. 

20 Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of Bin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men who receive me 
ind repent; buttheblasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven 
unto men. 

27 And whosoever shall speak a word 
againBt the Son of Man, it shall be 
forgiven him; but whosoever speak- 
eth against tho Iloly Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him; neither in this 
world ; neither in the world to oome, 

28 Either make the tree good and 
his fruit good ; or else make the tree 
corrupt, and bis fruit corrupt; for the 
tree is known by the fruit. 

29 And Jesus said, 0 ye generation 
of vipers ! how can ye, being evil, 
sneak good things? For out of the 
abundanoe of the heart the mouth 
speaketh. 

30 A good man, out of the good trea¬ 
sure of the heart, bringeth forth good 
things; and an evil man oat of the evil 
treasure, bringeth forth evil things. 

31 And again I say unto yon, That 
every idle word which men shall 
•peak, they shall give aooount there¬ 
of in the day of judgment. 


32 For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt 
be condemned. 

33 Then certain of the Poribes and 
of the Pharisees answered, saying, 
Master, we would see a sign from 
thee. But he answered and said unto 
them, 

34 An evil and adulterous genera¬ 
tion soeketh after a sign; and there 
shall no sign be given to it, but the 
sign of the prophet Jonas; for as 
Jonas was threo days and three nights 
in the whalo's belly, so shall the Son 
of Man be three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth. 

35 The men of Nineveh shall rise 
up in judgment with this generation, 
and shall condemn it, because they 
repented at the preaching of Jonas; 
and ye, behold, a greater than Jonas 
is here. 

30 The queen of the south shall rise 
up in the day of judgment with this 
generation, and shall condemn it; for 
Bhe oame from the uttermost parts of 
the earth to hear the wisdom of Solo¬ 
mon; and ye, behold, a greater than 
Solomon is here. 

37 Then came some of the Scribes 
and said unto him, Master, it is writ¬ 
ten that, Every sin shall be forgiven; 
but ye say, Whosoover speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven. And they asked him, saying, 
How oan these things be? 

38 And he said unto them, When the 
andean spirit is gone out of a man, he 
walketh through dry places, seeking 
rest and finding none; bnt when a 
man speaketh against the Holy Ghost, 
then he saith, I will return into my 
houso from whence I oame out; and 
when he is come, he findeth him empty, 
swept and garnished; for the good 
spirit leaveth him unto himself. 

39 Then goeth the evil spirit, and 
taketh with him seven other spirits 
more wioked than himself; and they 
enter in and dwell there ; and the last 
end of that man is worse than the first. 
Even so shall it be also unto this 
wioked generation. 

40 And while he yet talked with the 
eople, behold, his mother and hlfl 
rethren stood without, desiring to 

speak with him. 

41 Then one said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren stand 
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without, desiring to speak with thee. 

42 But he answered and said unto 
the man that told him, Who is my 
mother? and who are my brethren? 

43 And he stretched forth his hand 
toward his disciples, and said. Behold 
my mother and my brethren ! 

44 And ho gave them charge con¬ 
cerning her, Baying, I go my way, for 
my Father hath sent me. And who¬ 
soever Bhall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, the same is my 
brother, and sister, and mother. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Jam* teaches the multitude in parable*. /b- 
rablt of the tower — of the tare«—grain 
of mustard teed. 

ND it came to pass the same day, 
Jesus went out of the house, and 
sat by the sea side. 

2 And great multitudes were gather¬ 
ed togother unto him, so that he went 
into a ship, and sat; and the whole 
multitude stood on the shore. 

3 And ho spake many things unto 
them in parables, saying, Behold, a 
sower went forth to sow. 

4 And when he sowed, some seeds 
fell by the wayBide, and the fowls 
came and devoured them up. 

b Some foil upon stony placed, where 
they had not muoh earth; and forth¬ 
with they sprung up ; and when the 
sun was up, they were scorched, he- 
oause they had no deepness of earth; 
and hecauso thoy haa no root, they 
withered away. 

0 And some fell among thorns, and 
the thorns sprung up and choked them. 

7 But others fell into good ground, 
and brought forth fruit; some an 
hundred fold, some sixty-fold, some 
thirty-fold. Who hath ears to hear, 
let him hoar. 

8 Then the diaoiploe came and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto 
them in parables ? 

0 He answered and said unto them, 
Beoause it is given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven, bat to them it is not given. 

10 Far whosoever reoeiveth, to him 
shall be given, and he shall have 
more abundance; 

11 But whosoever oontinaeth not to 
receive, from him shall be takon away 
even that he hath. 

12 Therefore speak I to thorn in pa¬ 
rables ; beoause they, seeing, see not; 


and hearing, they hear not; neither 
do they understand. 

13 And in them is fulfilled the pro¬ 
phesy of Esaias concerning them, 
which saith, By hearing, ye shall hear 
and shall not understand ; and seeing, 
ye shall see and shall not perceive. 

14 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hear¬ 
ing, and their eyes they have closed, 
lest at any time they should see with 
their eyes and hear with their ears, 
and should understand with their 
hearts, and should he converted, an< 
I should heal them. 

15 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see ; and your ears, for they hear. 
And blessed are you because these 
things are come unto you, that you 
might understand them. 

16 And verily, I say unto you, many 
rightoous prophets have desired to see 
these days wnich you see, and have 
not seen them; and to hear that 
which you hear, and have not heard. 

17 Hear ye therefore the parable of 
the sower. 

18 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth 
not, then oometh the wicked one, and 
taketh away that which was sown in 
his heart; this is he who reoeiveth 
seed by the waysido. 

19 But he that received the seed in- 
| to stony placea, the same is he that 

heareth tho word and readily with joy 
receiveth it, yet he hath not root 
in himself, and endureth but for a 
a while; for when tribulation or per¬ 
secution ariseth because of the word, 
by and by he is offended. 

20 He also who received seed 
among the thornB, is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this world 
and the deceitfulness of riohos, choke 
tho word, and ho becometb unfruitful. 

■ 21 But he who received seed into 
the good ground, is ho who heareth 
the word and understandeth and en- 
duroth ; which also boareth fruit, and 
bringeth forth, some an hundred-fold, 
some Bixty, and some thirty. 

22 Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likoned unto a man who 
sowed good seed in his field; 

23 But while he slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. 



CHAPTER XIII. 


24 Rut when the blade sprung up, 
and brought forth fruit, then appeared 
the tares also. 

25 So the Horvanta of the house¬ 
holder came and aaid unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou bow good seed in thy 
field ? whenoe then hath it tares ? 

26 He said unto them, An enemy 
hath done thiB. 

27 And tho servants said unto him, 
Wilt thou that we go and gathor them 
up ? 

28 Rut he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
tho wheat with them. 

29 Lot both grow together until the 
harvest, and in the time of harvest, 
t will say to the reapers, Gather ye 
togul hor first the wheat into my barn; 
and the tares are bound in bundles to 
be burned. 

30 And another parable put he forth 
unto thorn, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
feed, which a mau took and sowed 
in hia field ; 

31 Which indeed is the least of all 
Beeds; hut when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and beoometh 
a tree, so that the birds of the air come 
and lodge in the branches thereof. 

32 Another parable snake he unto 
them, The kingdom of neaven is liko 
□nto leaven, which a woman took and 
bid in three measures of meal, until 
tho whole was leavened. 

33 All theso things spake Jesus unto 
the multitudes in parables ; and with¬ 
out a parable spako he not unto them, 

34 That it might bo fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophets, saying, 
[ will open my mouth in parahlea ; I 
will uttor things which have been 
kept secret from the foundation of the 
world. 

35 Thon Josus sent tho multitude 
away, and went into tho house. And 
his disciples came unto him, saying, 
Declare unto us tho parablo of the 
lares of the fiold, 

36 Uo auewored and said unto them, 
He that sowoth the good seed is tho 
Son of Man. 

37 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; 
but tho tares are the ohildron of the 
wicked. 

38 Tho enemy that sowed them is 
the devil. 


19 

39 Theharvostis the end of the world, 
or the destruction of the wioked. 

40 The reapers are the angels, or 
the messengers sent of heaven. 

41 As, therefore, the tores are ga¬ 
thered end burned in the fire, so shall 
it be in the end of this world, or the 
destruction of the wioked. 

42 For in that day, before the Son 
of Man shall oome, he shall send 
forth his angels and messengers of 
hoaven. 

43 And they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things which offend, and 
them whioh do iniquity, and Bhall 
east them out among the wicked; and 
there Bhall be wailing and gnashing 
of teeth. 

44 For tho world shall be bnrned 
with fire. 

45 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth ae the sun, in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath eara to hear, 
let him hear. 

46 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a treasure hid in a field. 
And when a man hath found a trea¬ 
sure wbioh is hid, he seoureth it, and, 
straightway, for joy thereof, goeth 
and selloth all that he hath, and bny- 
eth that field. 

47 And again, the kingdom of heaven 
is liko unto a merchantman, seeking 
goodly pearls, who, when he had found 
a pearl of great prico, went and sold 
all that he had and bought it. 

48 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a net that was caBt into 
the sea, and gathered of every kind, 
whioh, when it was full, thoy drew to 
shore, and sat down, and gathered 
the good into vessels; but oast the 
bad away. 

49 Bo shall It be at the end of the 
world. 

50 And the world is the children of 
the wioked. 

51 The angole shall oomo forth, and 
sever tho wicked from among the just, 
and shall oast them out into the world 
to be burned. There Bhall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

52 Then Jobus said unto them, Have 
ye understood all those things? They 
say unto him, Yea, Lord. 

53 Then said he unto them, Every 
soribe well instructed in the thlDga 
of the kingdom of heaven, is like 
unto a householder; a man, therefore, 
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whioh bringeth forth out of his trea¬ 
sure that which is new and old. 

54 And it came to pass, when Jesus 
had finished these parables, he de¬ 
parted thence. 

55 And when bo was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their 
synagogues, insomuch that they were 
astonished, and said, Whence hath 
this Jesus this wisdom and these 
taighty works? 

56 Is not this the carpenter's son ? 
Is not his mother oalled Mary ? And 
his brethren, James, and Joses, and 
Simon, and JndaB? And his sisters, 
are they not all with us? 

57 Whence then hath this man all 
these things? And they were offended 
at him. 

58 But Jesus said unto them, A 

n het is not without honour, eavo 
is own country, and in his own 
house. 

59 And he did not many mighty 
works there, because of their unbelief. 
CHAPTER XIV. 

John the Baptist beheaded—A multitude 
miraculously fed. 

T that time, Herod the tetrarch 
heard of the fame of JeBus, and 
said unto his eervants, Tbis is John 
the Baptist; he is risen from the 
dead, and, therefore, mighty works 
do show forth themselves in him. 

2 For Herod had laid hands on 
John, and bound him, and put him 
in prison, for Hcrodias’ sake, his 
brother Philip’s wife. 

3 For John said unto him, It is not 
lawful for thee to have her. 

4 And when he wonld have put him 
to death, he feared the multitude, be¬ 
cause they counted him as a prophet. 

5 But when Herod’s birthday was 
kept, the daughter of Ilerodias danced 
before them and pleased Herod. 

6 Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatever she would 
ask. 

7 And she, being before instructed 
of her mother, said, Give me here, 
John Baptist’s head in a charger. 

8 And the king was sorry ; never¬ 
theless for the oath’s sake, and them 
whioh sat with him at meat, he com¬ 
manded it to be given. 

9 And he sent and beheaded John 
In the prison. 

10 And his head was brought in a 


charger, end given a the damael; 
and she brought it to her mother. 

11 And his disciples came and took 
up the body, and buried it; and went 
and told Jesus. 

12 When Jesus heard that John was 
beheaded, he departed thence by ship 
into a desert place apart; and when 
the people had heard of him, they 
followed him on foot out of the cities. 

13 And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion towards them, and he 
healed their sick. 

14 And when it was evening, hia 
disciples came to him, saying, This 
is a desert place, and the lime is now 
past; send the multitude away, that 
they may go into the villages and 
buy themselves victuals. 

16 But Jesus said unto them, They 
need not depart; give ye them to 
eat. 

16 And they said unto him, We have 
here but five loaves and two fishes. 
He said, Bring them hither to me. 

17 And he commanded the multi 
tude to sit down on the grass; and 
he took the five loaves and the two 
fishes, and looking up to heaven, he 
blessed and broke, and gave the 
loaves to the disciples, and the dis 
ciplee, to the multitude. 

18 And they did all eat, and were 
filled. And they took up of the frag¬ 
ments that remained, twelve haBkets- 
ful. And they that had eaten wer** 
about five thousand men, besides wo¬ 
men and children. 

19 And straightway Jeens constrain¬ 
ed his disciples to get into a ship, 
and to go before him unto the other 
side, while he sent the multitudes 
away. And when he had sent the 
multitudes away, he went np into a 
mountain, apart, to pray. 

20 And when the even was come, ho 
was there alone. But the ship was 
now in the midst of the sea, toBeed 
with the waves; for the wind was 
contrary. 

21 And in the fourth watoh of the 
night, Jesus went unto them, walking 
on tbo sea. 

22 And when the disciples saw him 
walkingon the sea, they were troubled, 
Baying, It is a spirit; and they oried 
out for fear. 

23 But straightway Jesus spakt 
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onto them, saying, Be of good oheer; 
it is I; be not afraid. 

24 Aod Peter answered him and 
said, Lord, if it bo thou, bid me come 
unto thee on the water. And he said. 
Come. 

25 And when Peter was oorne down 
oat of the ship, he walked on the 
water, to go to Jesus. But when ho 
saw the wind boisterous, he was 
afraid; and, beginning to sink, he 
oried, saying, Lord, save me. 

26 And immediately Jesus stretched 
forth his hand, and oaught him, and 
said unto him, 0 thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt? 

27 And when they were come into 
the ship, the wind ceased. 

28 Then they that were in the ship, 
came and w shipped him, saying, 
Of a truth, thou art the Son of Qod. 

29 And when they wero gone over, 
they came into the land of Genne- 
sarot. 

30 And when tho men of that plaoe 
had knowledge of him, they sont out 
into all that country round about, and 
brought unto him all that were dis¬ 
eased; and besought him that they 
might only touch the hem of his gar¬ 
ment; and as many as touohed, wero 
made perfectly whole. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Chriit goeth into the coatts of Tyrt and Si- 
dan — Qrtai multitude* come to him — He 
heal3 the lame, the blind , and dumb. 

IIEN came to Jesus, Scribes and 
Pharisees, which were of Jeru¬ 
salem, saying, 

2 Why do thy disciples transgress 
the tradition of the elders ? For they 
wash not their hands when they eat 
broad. 

3 But ho answered and said unto 
them, Why do ye also transgress the 
ootnmandment of God by your tradi¬ 
tions ? 

4 For God commanded, saying, Ho¬ 
nour thy father and mother; and, He 
that curseth father or mother, let him 
die the death which Moses shall ap¬ 
point. 

5 But ye say, Whosoever shall say 
to father or mother, By whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me, it is 
a gift from one, and honour not his 
fathor or methor, it is woll. 

6 Thus have ye made the command¬ 


ment of God of none effeot by yonr 
traditions. 

7 0 ye hypocrites! woll did Esaiaa 
prophesy of yon, saying, This people 
draw nigh unto me with their month, 
and honoureth me with their lips; 
but their heart is far from me. 

8 But in vain do they worship me, 
teaohing the doctrines and command¬ 
ments of men. 

9 And he called the multitude and 
said unto thorn. Hear, and under¬ 
stand. 

10 Not that whioh gocth into the 
mouth defileth a man; but that whioh 
oometh out of the mouth, this defileth 
the man. 

11 Then oame his disciples and said 
unto him, Rnowest thou that the 
Pharisees wore offended, after they 
heard this saying ? 

12 Dut he answered and said, Every 
lant which my heavenly Father 
ath not planted, shall be rooted 

up. 

13 Let them alone; they be blind 
leaders of the blind ; and if the hlind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the 
ditoh. 

14 Then answered Peter and said 
unto him, Deolare unto us this para¬ 
ble. 

15 And Jesus said, Are ye also yet 
without understanding ? 

16 Do ye not yet understand, that 
whatsoever entereth in at the mouth 
goeth into the belly, and is oast into 
the draught ? 

17 But those things whioh proceed 
out of the mouth, oome fortn from 
tho heart; and they defile the man. 

10 For out of the hoart prooeed evil 
thoughts, murders, adultery, fornioa- 
tions, thefts, false witness, blasphe¬ 
mies ; 

19 These are things which defile a 
man. But to eat with unwaBhen 
hands defileth not a man. 

20 Then Jesus went thenoe, and de- 
artod into the coasts of Tyre and 
idon. 

21 And, behold, a woman of Canaan 
oame out of the Bame ooasts, and oried 
unto him, saying, Have meroy on 
me, 0 Lord, thou Son of David; my 
daughter is grievously vexed with a 
devil. 

22 But he answered her not a word. 
And his disoiples oame and besought 
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him, saying, Send her away ; for she 
orieth after us. 

23 He answered, I am not sent but 
□nto the lo&l sheep of the house of 
Israel. 

24 Then came she and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, help me. 

25 Bat he answered and said, It is 
not meet to take the children's bread 
and oast it to dogs. 

26 And she said, Truth, Lord; yet 
tho dogs eat the crumbs that fall from 
the master's table. 

27 Then Jesus answered and said 
unto her, 0 woman, great is thy 
faith; be it unto thee even as thou 
wilt. And her daughter was made 
whole from that very hour. 

28 And Jesus departed from thence, 
and came nigh unto the sea of Ga¬ 
lilee; and went up into a mountain, 
and sat down there. 

29 And great multitudes came unto 
him, having with them some lame, 
hlind, dumh, maimed, and many 
others, and cast them down at Jesus' 
feet; and he healed them; insomuoh 
that the multitude wondered, when 
they saw the dumb to speak, the 
maimed to be whole, the lame to 
walk, and the blind to see. And they 
glorified the God of Israel. 

30 Then Jesus called his disciples 
and said, I havo compassion^ on the 
multitude, because thoy continue with 
me now three days, and have nothing 
to eat; and I will not send them away 
fasting, lest they faiut in the way. 

31 And his disciples say unto him, 
Whence should wo have so much 
bread in the wildorness, so as to fill 
so great a multitude. 

32 And Jesus said unto them, How 
many loaves have ye ? And they 
•aid. Seven, and a few little fishes. 

33 And he commanded tho multi¬ 
tude to Bit down on the ground. 

34 And he took the seven loaves, and 
the fishes, and gavo thanks, and 
brake the broad, and gave to his dis- 
oiples, and the disoiples, to tho multi¬ 
tude. 

35 And they did all eat, and were 
filled. And they took up of the 
broken meat seven baskots full. 

38 And they that did eat, were four 
thousand men, besides women and 
ohildren. 

37 And he sent away the multitude, 


and took ship, and came into the 
coast of Magdala. 

CHAPTER XVL 

Jam oometh to Out coast of Ctuarta Phk 
Uppi—At let hit ditcipUj t oho mem jay 
fuit — who they jay he u — Deliver* into 
Peter the keyt of the kingdom. 

T HE Pharisees also, with the Sad- 
ducecs, came, and tempting Je¬ 
sus, desired him that he would show 
them a sign from heaven. 

2 And he anewered and said unto 
them, When it is evening ye Bay, 
Tho weather is fair; and in the morn¬ 
ing yo say, The weather is foul to¬ 
day ; for the sky is red and lowering. 

3 0 hypocrites ! ye can discern the 
faco of the sky; but ye oannot tell 
the Bigns of the times. 

4 A wioked and adulterous genera¬ 
tion sceketh after a sign ; and there 
shall no sign be given unto it, but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas. 

5 And be left tnem and departed. 

6 And when his disciples were come 
to the other side, they had forgotten 
to take bread. 

7 Then Jesus said unto them, Take 
heed and beware of the leaven of 
the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

8 And they reasoned among them¬ 
selves, saying, He said this because 
we have taken no bread, 

9 And when they reasoned among 
themselves, Jeans perceived it; and 
he said unto them, 0 ye of little 
faith! why reason ye among your¬ 
selves, booanse ye have brought no 
breed? 

10 Do ye not yet understand, neither 
remember the five loaves of the five 
thousand, and how many baskets ye 
took up? 

11 Neither tho seven loaves of the 
four thousand, and how many baskets 
ye look np ? 

12 now is it that you do not under 
stand, that I spoke not onto you con¬ 
cerning bread, that you should be¬ 
ware of the leaven of the Pharisees 
and of the Sadducees? 

13 Then understood they, how that 
he bade them not beware of the 
leaven of broad, but of the dootrine 
of the Pharisees and of Sadduoees. 

14 And when Jesus came into the 
coast of Csearea Philippi, he asked 
his disoiples, saying, Whom do men 
■ay that I, the Son of Man, am 7 
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15 And they said, Some say John 
the Baptist; some Elias; and others 
Jeremias; or one of the prophets. 

18 lie said unto them. But whom 
lay yo that I am ? 

17 And Simon Peter answered and 
laid, Thou art the Christ, the Bon of 
the living God. 

18 And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Blessed art thou, Simon 
Barjona ; for flesh and hlood hath not 
revealed thiB unto thee, hut my 
Father who is in heaven. 

10 And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter; and upon this rook I 
will build my church, and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it. 

20 And I will give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven; and 
whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth, 
shall be bound in heaven; and what¬ 
soever tbou shalt looso on earth, shall 
be loosed in heaven. 

21 Then charged he his disoiples 
that they should tell no man that he 
was Jesus, the Christ. 

22 From that time forth began Jesus 
to show unto his disciples, how that 
he must go to Jerusalem, and suffer 
many things of the elders, and chief 

riests, and Scribes, and be killed, and 
e raised again the third day. 

23 Thou Peter took him, and began 
to rebuke him, saying, Be it far from 
thee, Lord; this shall not be done 
unto thee. 

24 But he turned and said unto 
Peter, Get thee behind me, 6atan ; 
thou art an offence unto me; for thou 
savourest not of the things which be 
of God, but those that be of men. 

26 Then said Jesusunto his disciples, 
If any man will oomo after me, let 
him deny himBetf, and take up hii 
oross and follow me. 

28 And now for a man to take np 
his oross, is to deny himself all un¬ 
godliness, and every worldly lust, and 
keep my oommandmontB. 

27 Break not my commandments 
for to save your lives; for whosoever 
will save his life in this world, shall 
lose it in the world to come. 

28 And whosoever will lose his life 
In this world, for my sake, shall flod 
It In tbo world to come. 

20 Therefore, foreake the world, and 
■are your souls; for what is a man 
profited, If he shall gain the whole 


world, and lose his own souJ 7 Oi 
what shall a man give in ezohange 
for bis soul ? 

30 For the 6on of Man Bhall ooms 
in the glory of his Father, with hii 
angels; and then he shall reward 
every man according to bis works. 

31 Verily, I say unto you, There b* 
some standing here, which shall no 4 
taste of death, till they see the Soi 
of Man coming in his kingdom. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Christ transfigured upon the mountain. 
ND after six days, Jesus taketl 
Peter, James, and John his hro 
ther, and bringeth them up into a 
high mountain, apart, and was trans¬ 
figured heforethem ; and his face did 
shine as the sun, and his raiment was 
white as the light. 

2 And, behold, there appeared unto 
them Moses and Elias, talking with 
him. 

3 Then answered Peter, and said 
onto Jesus, Lord, it is good for us to 
bo here; if thou wilt, let ub mak« 
here three tabernacles; one for thee, 
one for Moses, and one for Elias. 

4 While he yet spake, behold, a 
light oloud overshadowed them ; and, 
behold, a voice out of the oloud, 
which said, This is my beloved Bon, 
in whom I am well pleased; hear y« 
him. 

6 And when the disciples heard th« 
voice, they fell on their faces, and 
were sore afraid. 

6 And JeBQBoame and touched them, 
and said, Arise; be not afraid. 

7 And when they had lifted up their 
eyes, they saw no man, save Jesus 
only. 

8 And as they oame down from the 
mountain, Jesus charged them, say¬ 
ing, Tell the vision to no man, until 
the Son of Man be risen again from 
the dead. 

9 And his disciplos asked him, say¬ 
ing, Why thon say the SoribeB that 
Elias must first come? 

10 And Jesus answered and laid 
unto them, Elias truly Bhall first come, 
and rostore all things, as the prophets 
have written. 

11 And again I say onto you that 
Elias has oome already, concerning 
whom it is written, Behold, 1 will 
send my messenger, and he shall 
prepare the way before me ; and they 
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knew him not, and have done onto 
him, whatsoever they listed. 

12 Likewise shall the Son of Man 
coffer of them. 

13 But I say nnto yon, Who ic 
Elias? Behold, this is Elias, whom 
I sent to prepare the way before me. 

14 Then the disciples understood 
that he spake unto them of John the 
Baptist, and also of another who 
Bhould come and restore all things, as 
it is written by the prophets. 

15 And when they were come to the 
multitude, there came to him a man 
kneeling down to him, and saying. 
Lord, have mercy on my son; for he 
is lunatic, and sore vexed; for oft- 
times he falleth into the fire, and oft 
into the water. 

16 And 1 brought him to thy dUci- 
ples, and they could not cure him. 

17 Then Jesus answered and said, 
0 faithless and perverse generation 1 
how long shall I be with you? How 
long shall 1 suffer you? Bring him 
hither to me. 

18 And Jesus rebuked the devil, 
and he departed out of him; and the 
ohild was cured from that very hour. 

19 Then came the disciples to JeBus 
apart, and said, Why could not we 
oast him out? 

20 And Jesus said unto them, Be¬ 
cause of your unbelief; for, verily, I 
say unto you, If ye have faith as a 
grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
unto this mountain, Remove to yonder 
place, and it shall move ; and nothing 
shall be impossible unto you. 

21 Howbeit, this kind goeth not out 
but by prayer and fasting. 

22 And while they abode in Galilee, 
Jesus said unto them, The Son of 
Man shall be betrayed into the hands 
of men ; and they shall kill him ; and 
the third day he shall be raised again. 
And they were exceeding sorry. 

23 And when they were oome to 
Capernaum, they that received tribute 
oame to Peter, and said, Doth not 
your master pay tribute ? He saith 
unto them, Tea. 

24 And when he was oome into the 
house, Jesus rebuked him, saying, 

25 What thinkest thou, Simon? Of 
whom do the kings of the earth take 
custom, or tribute ? Of their own 
children, or of strangers ? 

26 Peter said unto him, Of strangers. 


Jesus said unto him, Then are the 
ohildren free. Notwithstanding, lest 
we should offend them, go thou to the 
sea, and cast a hook, and take up the 
fiBh, that first cometh up; and when 
thou hast opened his mouth, thou 
shalt find a piece of money ; that take 
and give unto them for me and thee. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

The parable of the lord and hie Mervanle— 
Likened unto the kingdom of heava. 

T the same time came the disci¬ 
ples unto Jesus, saying, Who is 
the greatest in the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven ? 

2 And Jesus called a little child 
unto him, and set him in the midst 
of them, and said. Verily, I say nnto 
you. Except ye be converted, and be¬ 
come as little children, ye shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

3 Whosoever, therefore, shall hum¬ 
ble himself as this little child, the 
same is greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

4 And whosoever shall receive one 
such little child in my name, receiveth 
me. 

5 But whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones, which believe in me, it were 
better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck and he were 
drowned in the depth of the sea. 

6 Woe unto the world because of 
offences! For it must needs be that 
offences come; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence cometh ! 

7 Wherefore if thy hand or foot 
offend thee, cut it off and cast it from 
thee; for it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed, rather than 
having two hands or two feet to be 
cast into everlasting fire. 

8 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out and cast it from thee; it is bet¬ 
ter for thee to enter into life with one 
eye, rather than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire. 

9 And a man’s hand is his friend, 
and his foot, also; and a man’s eye, 
are they of his own household. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for I Bay anto 
you, that in heaven their angels do 
always behold the faoe of my Father 
who is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of Man is oome to 
savo that which was lost, and to oall 
sinners to repentanoe; bnt these little 
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ones have no need of repentsnoe, and 
I will save them. 

12 How think ye? If a man have 
a hundred sheep, and one of them be 
gono astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and go into the 
mountains and seek that which is 
gone astray ? 

13 And if it so be that he find it, 
verily, I say unto you, he rejoiaeth 
more over that which wae lost, than 
over the ninety and nine which went 
not astray. 

14 Even so, it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one 
of these little ones should perish. 

15 Moreover, if thy brother shall 
trespass against thoe, go and tell him 
his fault between thee and him alone; 
if ho shall hear thco, thou bast gained 
tby brother. 

10 Dut if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word may be established. 

17 And if he shall neglect to hear 
thorn, tell it unto the church; but if 
he neglect to hear the ohuroh, lot him 
be unto you aB a heathen man and a 
publican. 

18 Verily, I say unto you, Whatso¬ 
ever ye shall bind on earth, shall be 
bound in heaven; and whatsoever ye 
shall loose on earth, shall he loosed in 
heaven. 

19 Again, I say unto you, that if two 
of you shall agree on earth as touch¬ 
ing any thing that they shall ask, that 
they may not ask amiss, it shall be 
done for thorn of my Father who iB in 
heaven. 

20 For where two or throe are ga¬ 
thered together in my name, there am 
I in the midst of them. 

21 Then came Peter to him and 
said, Lord, how oft shall my brother 
sin against me, and I forgive him? 
Till soven timeB 7 

22 Jesus said unto him, I say not 
unto tbee, until seven times; but, 
until seventy times seven. 

23 Therefore is Iho kingdom of hea¬ 
ven likened unto a certain king, who 
would take account of his servants. 

24 And when ho had begun to reok- 
on, one was brought nnto him who 
owed him ton thousand talents. 

25 But forasmuoh as he had not to 
pay, his lord commanded him to be 


•old, and his wife, and hla children, 
and all that he had, and payment to 
he made. 

26 And the servant besonght him, 
•aying, Lord, have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee all. 

27 Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave nim the dobt. The 
servant, therefore, fell down and wor¬ 
shipped him. 

28 But the same servant went out, 
and found one of his fellow-ser¬ 
vants which owed him a hundred 
pence; and he laid hands on him, and 
took him by the throat, saying, Pay 
me that thou owest. 

29 And bis fellow-servant fell down 
at his feet, and hesought him, saying, 
Have patienoe with me, and I will 
pay thee all. 

30 And he would not; but went and 
oast him into prison, till he should 
pay the debt. 

31 So when his fellow-servants saw 
what was done, they were very sorry, 
aod came and told unto their lord all 
that was done. 

32 Then his lord, after that he had 
oallod him, said unto him, 0 thou 
wioked servant! I forgave thee all 
that debt; because thou desiredst me; 
should not thou also have had com¬ 
passion on thy fellow-servant, even 
as I had pity on thee ? 

33 And hiB lord was wroth, and 
delivered him to the tormentors, till 
he should pay all that was due unto 
him. 

34 So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye from 
your heartB forgive not every one his 
brother their trespasses. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The Pharisees, tempting Christ, ask \f 11 b$ 
lawful to put gway <m*?t wife. 

ND it came to pass, when JeBua 
had finished these sayings, he 
departed from Galilee, and came into 
the coasts of Judea beyond Jordan. 

2 And great multitudes followed him; 
and many believed on him, and he 
hoaled them there. 

3 The Pharisees oame also unto him, 
tempting him, and saying unto him, 
Is it lawful for a man to put away his 
wife for every oauBe? 

4 And ho answered and said unto 
them, Have ye not read, that he who 
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made man at the beginning, made 
him. male and female, 

5 And said, For this caoee shall a 
man leave father and mother, and 
■hall cleave onto his wife; and they 
twain shall be one flesh ? 

6 Wherefore they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. What, therefore, God 
hath joined together, let not man pot 
asunder. 

7 They say unto him, Why did 
Moses then command to give a wri¬ 
ting of divorcement, and to put her 
away? 

8 He said unto them, Moses, because 
of the hardness of your hearts, suffered 
you to put away your wives; but from 
the beginning it was not so. 

9 And I say unto yon, Whosoever 
■hall put away his wife, except for for- 
nioation, and shall marry another, 
oommitteth adultery; and whoso mar- 
rieth her that is pnt away, doth com¬ 
mit adultery. 

10 His disciples say unto him, If 
the oaBe of the man be so with the 
wife, it is not good to marry. 

11 But he said nnto them, All can¬ 
not reoeive this saying; it is not for 
them save to whom it is given. 

12 Forthere are some eunuchs, which 
were so born from their mother's 
womb; and there are some ennnehs 
which were made eunuchs of men; 
and there be ennuchs, which have 
made themselves ennnebs for the 
kingdom of heaven’s sake. He that 
is able to reoeive, lot him recoive my 
sayings. 

13 Then were there brought unto 
him little children, that he should put 
his hands on them and pray. And 
the disciples rebuked them, saying, 
There is no need, for Jesus hath said, 
Snob shall be saved. 

14 But Jesus Baid, Suffer little chil¬ 
dren to oome onto me, and forbid them 
not, for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven. 

15 And he laid hands on them, and 
departed thence. 

10 And, behold, one came and said, 
Good master, what good thing shall I 
do, that I may have eternal life? 

17 And he said nnto him, Why oall- 
eirt thou me good ? There is none good 
but one, that is, God ; hnt if thon wilt 
entrv into life, keep the command¬ 
ments. 


16 Hesaithunto him, Whioh? Jesus 
said, Thou shalt not kill. Thou shall 
not commit adultery. Thou shalt not 
steal. Thon shalt not bear false 
witness. 

19 Honour thy father and mother. 
And, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

20 The young man saith unto him, 
All these things have I kept from my 
youth up; what lack I yet? 

21 Jesus said unto him, If thou wilt 
be perfect, go, sell that thou hast, and 
give to the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven, and come and fol¬ 
low me. 

22 But when the yonng man heard 
that saying, he went away sorrowful; 
for he had great possessions. 

23 Then said Jesus unto his disci¬ 
ples, Verily, I say unto yon, that a 
rich man shall hardly enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

24 And agAin I say unto you, It is 
easier for a camel to go through the 
eye of a ueedle, than for a rich man 
to enter the kingdom of God. 

25 When hiB disciples heard this, 
they were exceedingly amazed, say¬ 
ing, Who then can he saved ? 

20 Bnt Jepns beheld their thoughts, 
and said nnto them, With men this is 
impossible; bnt if they will forsake 
all things formy sake, with God what¬ 
soever things I speak are possible. 

27 Then answered Peter and said 
unto him, Behold, we have forsaken 
all, and followed thee; what shall we 
have therefore? 

28 And Jesus said unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, that ye who have fol¬ 
lowed me, shall, in the resurrection, 
when the Son of Man shall come sit¬ 
ting on the throne of his glory, ye 
shall also sit upon twelve thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

29 And every one that has forsaken 
houses, or brethren, or siBtere, or fa¬ 
ther, or mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands, for my name's sake, shall 
receive a hundred-fold, and shall in¬ 
herit everlasting life. 

30 But many of the flrat shall be 
last, and the last first. 

CHAPTER XX 

The kingdom of hearm likened unto a man 
_ hiring labourer* m hit vineyard. 

OR the kingdom of heaven ii like 
unto a man, a householder, who 
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went out early in the morning to hire 
labourers into his vineyard. 

2 Aod whon he had agreed with the 
labourers for a ponny a day, he Bent 
them into his vineyard. 

3 And he went out about the third 
hour, and found others standing idle 
in the market plaoe, 

4 And said unto them, Ho ye also 
into the vineyard, and whatsoever is 
right, I will give you; and they went 
their way. 

5 And again he went out ahout the 
sixth and ninth hour and did likewise. 

0 And about the eleventh hour he 
went out, and found others standing 
idle, and said unto them, Why stand 
ye here all the day idle ? 

7 They said unto him, Because no 
man hath hired us. 

8 He said unto them, Go ye also 
into the vineyard ; and whatsoever is 
right ye shall receive. 

9 So when even was come, the lord 
of the vineyard said unto his steward, 
Call the labourers and give them their 
hire, beginning from the last unto the 
first, 

10 And when they came that began 
about the oleventh hour, they received 
every man a penny. 

11 But whon the first came, they 
supposed that they should have re- 
oeived more; and they likewise re¬ 
ceived every man a penny. And 
when they had received a penny, they 
murmured against the good mun of 
the house, saying, Those last have 
wrought one hour only, and thou hast 
made them equal unto us, who have 
borne the burden and the hoat of the 
day. 

12 But he answered one of them, 
and Baid, Friend, I do thee no wrong; 
didst not thou agree with me for a 
penny ? 

13 Take thine and go thy way; I 
will give unto this last even as unto 
thee. Is it not lawful for mo to do 
what I will with mine own ? 

14 Is thine eyo evil, beoause I am 
good ? 

15 So the last shall be first, and the 
first last; and many are oalled, but 
few chosen. 

lfl And JeeuB, going up to Jerusa¬ 
lem, took the twelve disciples apart 
In the way, and said unto them, 

17 Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, 


n 

I and the Son of Man shall be betrayed 
onto the chief priests, and onto the 
I ScriheB, and they Bhall aondemn him 
1 to death; and shall deliver him to 
the Gentiles to mock, and to scourge, 
and to orooify. And the third day 
he shall rise agaiD. 

18 Then came to him the mothor of 
Zebedee’s ohildron with her sons, 
worshipping Jesus, and desiring a 
certain thing of him. 

19 And he said unto her, What wilt 
thou that I should do? 

20 And she said unto him, Grant 
that these my two sons may sit, the 
one on thy right hand, and the other 
on thy left, in thy kingdom. 

21 But Jesus answered and said, 
Te know not what ye ask. Are ye 
able to drink of the cup that I shall 
drink of, and to be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with 7 

22 They say unto him. We are able. 

23 And he said unto them, Ye shall 
drink indoed of my cup, and bo bap¬ 
tized with the baptism that I am bap¬ 
tized with; but to sit on my righl 
band, and on my left, is for whom it 
is prepared of my Father, but not 
mine to give. 

24 And when the ten heard this, 
they were moved with indignation 
against the two brethren. 

25 But Jesus called them, and said, 
Ye know that the princes of the Gen¬ 
tiles exercise dominion over them, 
and they that are great exeroiBe au¬ 
thority upon them; but it shall not 
bo so among you. 

26 But whosoever will be great 
among you, let him be your minister. 

27 And whosoever will be ohief 
among you, let him be your servant; 

28 Even as the Son of Man oame, 
not to be ministered unto, but to 
miniHtor; and to give his life a ran¬ 
som for many. 

29 And aB they departed from Jeri¬ 
cho, a great multitude followed him. 

30 And, behold, two blind men sit¬ 
ting by the wayside, when they 
heard that Jesus passed by, cried out, 
saying, Have mercy on us, 0 Lord, 
Son of David. 

31 And the mnltitndo rebuked them, 
saying, they should hold their peace; 
but they oried the more, saying, Have 
meroy on ns, 0 Lord, Son of David. 

32 And Jesus stood still, and oalled 
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them, and said, What will ye that I 
shall do unto you? 

33 They say unto him, Lord, that 
our eyes may be opened. 

34 So Jesus had compassion, and 
touched their eyes; and immediately 
their eyes received sight, and they 
followed him. 

CHAPTER XXL 

Christ riiUlh into Jerusalem an a colt, the 
foal of an ass. 

ND when JeBus drew nigh unto 
Jerusalem, and they were come 
Lo Bethpage, on the mount of Olives, 
then Bent Jesus two disciples, 

2 Saying unto them, Uo into the 
village over against you, and straight¬ 
way you Bhall find a oolt tied; loose 
it, and bring it unto me; and if any 
shall say anght unto yon, ye Bhall say, 
The Lord hath need of it; and straight¬ 
way he will send it. 

3 All this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophets, saying, 

4 Tell ye the daughter of Zion, Be¬ 
hold, thy king cometh unto thee, and 
he is meek, and he is sitting upon an 
ass, and a oolt, the foal of an ass. 

5 And the disoiples went, and did as 
Jesns commanded them; and brought 
the oolt, and put on it their clothes; 
and Jesus took the colt and eat there¬ 
on ; and they followed him. 

6 And a very great multitude spread 
their garments in the way; others 
out down branches from the trees, and 
strewed in the way. 

7 And the multitudes that went be¬ 
fore, and also that followed after, 
oried, saying, Hosanfia to the Son of 
David; blessed is he who cometh in 
the name of the Lord! Hosanna in 
the highest! 

8 And when he was oome into Jeru¬ 
salem, all the oity was moved, saying, 
Who is this ? 

9 And the mnltitnde said, This is 
Jesus of Nazareth, the prophet of 
Qalilee. 

10 And Jesus wont into the temple 
of Qod, and cast out all them that 
bought and sold in the temple, and 
overthrew the tables of the money¬ 
changers, and the seats of them that 
sold doves; and said unto them, 

11 It is written, My house shall he 
called the house of prayer; bnt ye 
have made it a den of thieves. 


12 And the blind and the lame came 
to him in the temple; and he healed 
them. 

13 And when the ohief priests and 
Scribes saw the wonderful things 
that he did, and the children of the 
kingdom crying in the temple, and 
saying. Hosanna to the Son of David! 
they were sore displeased, and said 
unto him, Hearest thou what these 
say? 

14 And Jesns said unto them,Yea. 
have ye never read the scriptures 
which saith, Out of the mouths of 
babes and suoklings, 0 Lord, thou 
hast perfected praise ? 

15 And he left them, and went out 
of the city unto Bethany, and he 
lodged there. 

16 Now in the morning, as he re 
turned into the city, he hungered. 

17 And when he Baw a fig tree io 
the way, he came to it, and there was 
not any fruit on it, but leaves only. 
And he said unto it, Let no fruit grow 
on thee henceforward, for ever. And 
presently the fig tree withered away. 

18 And when the disciples saw this, 
they marvelled and said, How soon is 
the fig tree withered away ! 

19 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, if ye 
have faith, and doubt not, ye shall 
not only do this to the fig tree, bnf 
also, if ye shall say onto this moon 
tain, Be thou removed, and be thou 
cast into the sea, it Bhall be done. 

20 And all things, whatsoever ye 
shall ask in prayer, in faith helieving, 
ye shall receive. 

21 And when he was oome into the 
temple, the chief priests and tho 
elders of the people came unto him a» 
he was teaching, and said, By what 
authority doest thon these things ? 
And who gave thee this authority? 

22 And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, I also will ask you one 
thing, which if ye tell me, I, likewise, 
will tell you by what authority I do 
these thingB. 

23 The baptism of John, whenoe 
was it? From heaven, or of men ? 

24 And they reasoned with them¬ 
selves, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven; he will say unto ns, Why 
did ye not then believe him 7 Bnt if 
we shall say, Of men; we fear the 
people. For all people held John a* 
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a prophet. And they answered Jeans 
and said, We cannot tell. 

26 And he said. Neither tell I yon 
by what authority I do these things. 

26 But what think ye? A man had 
tw: boob; and he o am e to the first, 
eaj ing, Son, go work to-day in my 
viieyard. 

27 He anBwerod and said, I will not; 
but afterwards he repented, and went. 

26 And he oame to the seoond, and 
said likewise. And he answered and 
eaid, I will serve; and went not. 

29 Whether of those twain did the 
will of their father ? 

30 They say unto him, The first. 

31 Jesus said unto them, Verily I 
say unto yon, That the pnblioansand 
harlots ehall go into the kingdom of 
God before you. 

32 For John oame unto you in the 
way of righteousness, and bare re¬ 
cord of me, and ye believed him not; 
but the publicans and the harlots be¬ 
lieved him ; and ye, afterward, when 
ye had seen me, repented not, that 
ye might believe him. 

S3 For he that beliovod not John 
concerning mo, cannot believe me, 
exoept he first repent. 

34 And exoept ye repent, the preach¬ 
ing of John shall condemn you in 
the day of judgment; for unto you 
that believe not, I speak in parables; 
that your unrighteousness may be 
rewarded unto you. 

36 And, again, hear another para¬ 
ble; Behold, there was a certain 
householder, who planted a vineyard, 
and hedged it round about, and 
digged a wine-press in it; and built 
a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, 
and went into a far country. 

36 And when the time of fruit drew 
near, he sent his servants to the hus¬ 
bandmen, that they might receive the 
lYuita of it. 

37 And the husbandmen took his 
serrante, and beat one, and killed 
another, and stoned another. 

38 Again, he sent other servants, 
more than the first; and they did 
unto them likewise. 

39 But last of all, he sent unto them 
bis son, saying, They will reverence 
my eon. 

40 But when the hnsbandmen saw 
the eon, they said among themselves, 
This is the heir; oome, let us kill 


him, and let us selce on his inherit¬ 
ance. 

41 And they oanght him, and oast 
him oat of the vineyard, and slew 
him. 

42 And Jesus said unto them, When 
the Lord therefore of the vineyard 
oometh, what will he do unto those 
husbandmen ? 

43 They say unto him, He will de¬ 
stroy those miserable, wicked men, 
and will let out the vineyard unto 
other husbandmen, who shall render 
him the fruits in their seasons. 

44 Jesus said onto them. Did ye 
never read in the Scriptures, The 
stone whioh the builders rejeoted, the 
Bame is become the head of the oor- 
ner; this is the Lord's doings, and 
it is marvellous in our eyes ? 

45 Therefore say I unto you, The 
kingdom of God shall he taken from 
you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof. 

46 For whosoever shall fall on this 
stone, shall be broken ; but on whom¬ 
soever it shall fall, it will grind him 
to powder. 

47 And when the chief priests and 
Pharisees had heard his parables, 
they peroeived that he spoke of them. 

48 And they said among themselves, 
Shall this man think that he alone 
can spoil this great kingdom ? And 
they were angry with him. 

49 But when they sought to lay 
hands on him, they feared the multi¬ 
tude, beoause they learned that the 
multitude took him for a prophet 

60 And now hie disoiples oame to 
him, and JesuB said unto them, Mar¬ 
vel ye at the words of the parable 
whioh I spake onto them? 

61 Verily, I say unto you, I am the 
stone, and those wioked ones reject 
mo. 

62 I am the head of the oorner. 
These Jews shall fall upon me, and 
shall be broken. 

63 And the kingdom of God shall 
be taken from them, and shall be 
given to a nation bringing forth the 
fruits thereof; (meaning the Gen¬ 
tiles.) 

54 Wherefore, on whomsoever this 
stone shall fall, it shall grind him to 
powder. 

66 And when the Lord therefore of 
the vineyard oometh, he will destroy 
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those miserable, wioked men, and will 
let again his vineyard unto other 
husbandmoD, even in the last days, 
who shall ronder him the fruits in 
their seasons. 

56 And then understood they the 
parable which he spake unto them, 
that the Gentiles Bhonld be destroyed 
also, when the Lord Bhould descend 
out of heaven to reign in his vine- 
yard, which is the earth and the in¬ 
habitants thereof. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Parablt of the marriage tupptr. 

ND Jesus answered the people 
again, and spake unto them in 
parables, and said, 

2 The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a certain king, who made a 
marriage for his son. 

3 And when the marriage was ready, 
ho sent forth his servants to call thorn 
which were bidden to the wedding; 
and they would not come. 

4 Again he sent forth other ser¬ 
vants, saying, Tell them that are 
bidden, Behold, I have prepared my 
oxen, and my fatlings have been 
killed, and my dinner is ready, and 
all things are prepared; therefore 
come unto the marriage. 

5 But they made light of the ser¬ 
vants, and wont thoir ways; one to 
his farm, another to his merchandise; 

6 And the remnant took his ser¬ 
vants, and entreated them spitefully, 
and slew them. 

7 But when the king heard that his 
servants were dead, he was wroth; 
and he sent forth his armies, and de¬ 
stroyed those murderers, and burned 
up their city. 

8 Then said he to his servants, The 
wodding is ready; but they who were 
bidden were not worthy. 

0 Go ye thorefore into the highways, 
and as many as ye shall find, bid to 
the marriago. 

10 So those servants went out into 
the highways, and gathered together 
all, as many as they found, both bad 
and good; and the wedding was fur¬ 
nished with guests. 

11 But when the king oame in to 
see the guests, he saw there a man 
who had not a wedding garment. 

13 And he said unto him, Friend, 
how oamest thou in hither, not hav¬ 


ing a wedding garment? And he 
was speechless. 

13 Then said the king unto his ser¬ 
vants, Bind him hand and foot, and 
take and oast him away into outer 
darkness; there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

14 For many are called, but few 
chosen; wherefore all do not have 
on the wedding garment. 

15 Then went the Pharisees and 
took counsel how they might entangle 
him in talk. 

16 And they sent out unto him theli 
disciples with the Herodians, saying 
Master, we know that thou art true, 
and teachest the way of God in truth, 
neither carest thou for any; for thou 
regardest not the person of men. 

17 Tell us, therefore, What thinkesl 
thou ? Is it lawful to give tribute 
unto Ccesar, or not ? 

18 But Jesus perceived their wicked¬ 
ness, and said, Ye hypoorites ! why 
tempt ye me? Show me the tribute 
money. 

T9 And they brought unto him a 
penny. 

20 He said unto them. Whose image 
is this, and superscription ? 

21 They said unto him, Oeesar's. 
Then said he unto them, Render there¬ 
fore unto Cesar, the things which 
are Cesar's ; and unto God the thingi 
whioh are God's. 

22 And when they had heard him 
say these words, they marvelled, and 
left him, and went their way. 

23 The same day oame the Saddu- 
oees to him, who say that there is no 
resurreotion, and askod him, saying, 
Master, Moses said, If a man die, 
having no ohildren, his brother shall 
marry his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

24 Now there were with us, seven 
brethren; and the first, when he had 
married a wife, deceased; and, hav¬ 
ing no issue, he left his wife unto his 
brother. 

25 Likewise the seoond also, and 
the third, and even unto the seventh. 

26 And lastof all thewoman diedalso. 

27 Therefore, in the resurrection, 
whose wife shall she be of the seven? 
For they all had her. 

28 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Ye do err, not knowing the 
soriptures, nor the power of God. 
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20 For In the resurrection, they 
□either marry, nor are given in mar¬ 
riage; but are as tho angels or G'od 
in heaven. 

30 But as touching the resurrection 
of the dead, have ye not read that 
which was spoken unto you of God, 
saying, 

81 lam the God of Abraham, and 
the God of iBnao, and the God of 
Jaoob ? God is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living. 

32 And when the multitude heard 
him, they were astonished at his doc¬ 
trine. 

33 But when the Pharisees heard 
that he had put the Sadducees to 
silenoe, they were gathered together. 

34 Then one of them, a lawyer, 
tempting him, askod, saying, 

35 Master, which is the great com¬ 
mandment in the law? 

36 Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. 

37 This is the 6rst and great oom- 
mandmont. 

38 And the second is like unto it; 
Thou shalt love thy noighhour as 
thyself. 

30 On these two commandments 
hang all the law and the prophetB. 

40 While the Pharisees were ga¬ 
thered togolhor, Jesus asked thorn, 
saying, What think ye of Christ 7 
Whose son is he? 

41 They say unto him, The Son of 
David. 

42 lie saith unto them, How then 
doth David in spirit call him Lord, 
raying, Tho Lord said unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, till I 
mako thine onemios thy footstool ? 

43 If David then called him Lord, 
how is he his son ? 

44 And no man was able to answer 
him a word, neither durst any man 
fr:m that day forth ask him any 
more questions. 

CHAPTER XXIII 

Christ u \pbraideth the Scribes /or thexr hy¬ 
pocrisy — Wtcpelh over Jerusalem. 
rpHEN spake Jesus to the multitude, 
X and to his disoiples, saying, The 
Bor bes and the Pharisees alt In Mo¬ 
ses’ seat. 

2 All, therefore, whatsoever they bid 
you observe, they will make you ob¬

serve and do; for they are minister* 
of the law, and they make themselves 
your judgos. But do not ye after 
their works; for they Bay, and do not. 

3 For they hind heavy burdens and 
lay on men's shoulders, and they are 
grievous to he borne; hut they will 
not move them with one of their 
fingers. 

4 And all their works they do to be 
seen of men. They make hroad their 
phylaoteries, aud enlarge the borders 
of their garments, and love the up¬ 
permost rooms at feasts, and the chief 
seats in tho synagogues, and greet¬ 
ings in the markets, and to be called 
of men, Rabbi, Rabbi, (whioh is mas¬ 
ter.) 

5 But be not ye called Rabbi; for 
ono is your master, which is Christ; 
and all ye are brethren. 

6 And call no one your areator upon 
tho earth, or your heavenly Father; 
for one is your creator and heavenly 
Father, even he who is in heaven. 

7 Neither he ye oalled Master; for 
one is your master, even he whom 
your heavenly Father sent, which 
is Christ; for ho hath sent him among 
you that ye might have life. 

6 But he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant. 

6 And whosoever shall oxalt him¬ 
self shall be abasod of him; and he 
that shall humble himself shall he 
exalted of him. 

10 But woo unto you, Sorihes and 
Pharisees, hypocritos ! For ye shut 
np the kingdom of heaven against 
men ; for ye neither go in yourselves, 
neither suffer ye them that are enter¬ 
ing to go in. 

11 Woe unto you, Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees ! for ye are hypocrites I Ye 
devour widows’ houses, and for a pre¬ 
tence make long prayerB; therefore 
ye shall receive the greater punish¬ 
ment. 

12 Woe unto you, Soribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypoorites 1 For ye compass 
sea and land to make one proselyte; 
and when he is made, you make him 
two-fold more the child of hefl than 
he was before, like unto yourselves. 

13 Woe onto yon, blind guides, who 
say, Whosoever shall swear hy the 
temple, it is nothing; but whosoever 
shall swear by the gold of the temple, 
be oommitteth sin, and is a dobtor. 
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14 You are fools and blind; for 
whioh ie the greatest, the gold, or the 
irniplo that sanctifieth the gold? 

15 And ye say, Whosoever sweareth 
by the altar, it iB nothing; but who¬ 
soever sweareth by the gift that is 
□pon it, ho is guilty. 

10 0 fools, and blind! For which is 
the greatest, the gift, or the altar that 
aanctifleth tho gift? 

17 Verily I Bay unto you, Whoeo, 
therefore, sweareth by it, sweareth by 
the altar, and by all things thereon. 

18 And whoBO shall swear by the 
temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
who dwelloth therein. 

19 And he that shall swear by hea¬ 
ven, sweareth by the throne of God, 
and by him who sittelh thereon. 

20 Woe unto you. Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites ! For you pay tithe 
of mint, and anise, and cummin ; and 
have omitted the weightier things of 
tho law; judgment, mercy, and faith; 
these ought ye to have done, and not 
to loavo the other undone. 

21 You blind guides, who strain at 
a gnat, and swallow a camel; who 
make yourselves appear unto men 
that ye would not commit the least 
sin, and yet you, yourselves, trans¬ 
gress the whole law. 

22 Woe unto you, Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites! For you make 
clean the outside of the cup, and of 
the platter; but within they are full 
of extortion and excess. 

23 You blind Pharisees ! Cleanse 
first the cup and platter within, that 
the outside of them may be clean 
also. 

24 Woe unto you, Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites! For ye are like 
unto whited sepulchres, which indeod 
appear beautiful outwardly, but are 
within full of the bones of the dead, 
and of all unoleanness. 

26 Even so, you also outwardly ap¬ 
pear righteous unto men, but within 
you are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

20 Woe unto you, Soribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypoorites! Because you build 
the tombs of the prophets, and garnish 
the sepulohres of the righteous, 

27 And say, If we had been in tho 
days of our fathers, we would not 
have been partakers with them in the 
blood of the prophets ; 

28 Wherefore, you are witnesses unto 


yourselves of yonr own wickedness, 
and you are the children of them who 
killed the prophets; 

29 And will fill up the measure 
then of your fathers; for you, your¬ 
selves, kill tho prophets like unto your 
fathers. 

30 You seroents, and generation 
of vipers! How can you escape the 
damnation of hell ? 

31 Wherefore, behold, I send unto 
you prophets, and wise men, and 
scribes; and of them you shall kill 
and crucify; and of them you shall 
scourge in your synagogues, and per¬ 
secute from city to city ; 

32 That upon you may come all the 
righteous hlood shed upon tho earth, 
from the blood of righteous Abel, 
nnto the blood of Zacharias, son of 
Barachias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and the altar. 

33 Verily I say unto you, All these 
things shall come upon this genera 
lion. 

34 You bear testimony against your 
fathers, when you, yourselves, are 
partakers of the same wickedness. 

35 Behold your fathera did it through 
ignorance, but yon do not; wherefore, 
their BinB shall be upon your heads. 

30 Then Jesns began to weep over 
Jerusalem, saying, 

37 0 Jerusalem! Jerusalem! You 
who will kill the prophets, and will 
stone them who are sent unto you ; 
how often would I have gathered 
your children together, even as a hen 
gathers her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not. 

38 Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate ! 

39 For I say unto you, that you shall 
not see me henoeforth, and know that 
I am he of whom it is written by the 
prophets, until ye Bhall say, 

40 Blessed is he who oometh in the 
name of the Lord, in the olouds of 
heaven, and all the holy angels with 
him. 

41 Then understood his disoiples 
that he should come again on the 
earth, after that he was glorified and 
orowned on the right hand of God. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

Christ forrtelldh. (he destruction qf Jeru¬ 
salem, and (he end qf (he vaulted. 

ND Jesus went out, and departed 
from the temple ; and his diaoi- 
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pica caino to him for to hear him, 
aaying, Master, show us oonoorning 
the buildings of tho temple ; sb thou 
bast said, They shall be thrown down 
and loft unto you deBolato. 

2 And Jesus said unto them. See 
ye not all these things ? And do you 
not understand them 7 Verily I say 
into you, There shall not be left here 
upon this temple, one stone upon 
another, which shall not be thrown 
down. 

3 And Jobus left them and went 
upon tho mount of Olives. 

4 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, tho disoipleB oame unto him 
privately, saying, Tell ub, when shall 
these things be which thou hast said 
concerning the destruction of the 
temple, and *he Jews; and what is 
the sign of thy coming; and of the 
end of tho world ? (or the destruction 
of the wicked, whioh is the end of 
tho world.) 

5 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Take heed that no man deoeive 
you. 

tl For many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deoeive 
many. 

7 Then shall they deliver you up to 
be afflicted, and shall kill you; and 
you shall he hated of all nations for 
my name’s sake. 

8 And then shall many he offended, 
and shall betray one another. 

9 And many false prophets shall 
arise, and shall deoeive many. 

10 And heoause iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold. 

11 But he that remaineth steadfast, 
and is not overcome, the same shall 
be saved. 

12 When you, therefore, shall see the 
abominations of dosolation, spoken 
of by Daniel the prophot, concern¬ 
ing the destrnotion of Jerusalem, 
then you shall stand in the holy 
place. (Whoso readeth let him under¬ 
stand.) 

13 Then let them who are in Judea, 
flee into the mountains. 

14 Let him who is on the housetop, 
floe, and not return to take anything 
out of his house. 

16 Neither let him who is ia the 
field, return baok to take his olothes. 

16 And woe unto them that are with 
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ohild, and unto them that give snob 
in those days! 

17 Therefore, pray ye the Lord, that 
your flight be not in the wintei, 
neither on the Sahhath day. 

16 For then, in those days, shall be 
great trihulations on the Jews, and 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
suoh as was not hefore sent upon 
Israel, of God, Binoe the beginning 
of their kingdom antil this time; no, 
nor ever shall he sent again upon 
Israel. 

19 All things whioh have befallen 
them, are only the beginning of the 
sorrows whioh shall oome upon them) 
and exoept those days should be 
shortoned, there should none of their 
flesh be saved. 

20 But for the elect's sake, accord¬ 
ing to the covenant, those days shall 
be shortened. 

21 Behold these things I have spoken 
onto you concerning the Jews. 

22 And again, after the tribulation 
of those days whioh shall oome upon 
Jerusalem, if any man shall say unto 
you, Lo! here is Christ, or there; 
believe him not. 

23 For in those days, there shall 
also arise false Christs, and false 
prophets, and Bhall show great signs 
and wonders; insomuoh that, if pos¬ 
sible, they Bhall deoeive the very eleot, 
who are the eleot aooording to the 
covenant. 

24 Behold, I speak these things unto 
you for the eleot's sake. 

25 And you also shall hear of wars, 
and rumors of ware; see that ye be 
not troubled; for all I have told yoa 
must oome to pass. But the end Is 
not yet. 

26 Behold, I have told you before, 
Wherefore, if they shall say unto you, 
Behold, he is in the desert; go not 
forth. Behold, he is in the secret 
ohamhors ; believe it not. 

27 For as the light of the morning 
oometh oat of the east, and ehineth 
even unto the weBt, and oovereth the 
whole earth ; so shall also the ooming 
of the Son of Man be. 

28 And now I show unto yon a para¬ 
ble. Behold, wheresoever the oaroasa 
is, there will the eagles be gathered 
together; so likewise shall mine eleot 
be gathered from the four quarters of 
the earth. 
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20 And they shall hear of wars, and 
rumors of wars. Behold, I speak for 
mice eteot'a sake. 

30 For nation shall rise againBt 
nation, and kingdom against king¬ 
dom ; there shall he famioo and pesti¬ 
lences, and earthquakes in diverB 
places. 

31 And again, because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of men shall wax 
oold ; but he that Bhall not be over¬ 
come, the B&me shall be Bavcd. 

32 And again, this gospel of the 
kingdom shall he preached in all the 
world, for a witness unto all nations, 
and then shall the end come, or the 
destruction of the wicked. 

3S And again shall the abomina¬ 
tion of desolation, spoken of by 
Daniel the prophot, be fulfilled. 

34 And immediately after the tribu¬ 
lation of those days, the sun shall be 
darkened, and the moon shall not 
give ber light, and tbo stars shall 
fall from heaven, and the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken. 

35 Verily I say unto you, this gene¬ 
ration, in which these things shall be 
shown forth, shall not pass away 
until all I have told you snail be ful¬ 
filled. 

36 Although the days will come that 
heaven and earth shall pass away, 
yet my word shall not pass away; 
but all shall be fulfilled. 

37 And as I said before, after the 
tribulation of those days, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shaken, 
then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of Man in heaven ; and then shall 
all the tribes of the earth mourn. 

30 And they shall see the Son of 
Man coming in the clouds of heaven, 
with power and great glory. 

30 And whoso treasureth up my 
words, shall not be deceived. 

40 For the Son of Man shall come, 
and he shall send his angels before 
him with the great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together the 
remainder of his elect from the four 
Hinds; from one ond of heaven to the 
other. 

41 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree, When its branohes are yet tender, 
and it begins to put forth leaves, yoQ 
know that summer is nigh at hand. 

42 8o likewise mine elect, when they 
■hall see all these things, they shall 


know that he is near, even at th« 
doors. 

43 But of that day and hour no one 
knoweth; no, not tho angels of God 
in heaven, but my Father only. 

44 But as it was in the days of 
Noah, so it shall be al><» at the coming 
of the Son of Man. 

45 For it shall be with them as it was 
in the days which were before the 
flood; for until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, they were eat¬ 
ing and drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage, and knew not 
until the flood came and took them 
all away; so shall also the coming of 
the Son of Man be. 

46 Then shall be fulfilled that whiob 
is written, that, In the last days, 

47 Two shall be in the field; the one 
shall bo taken and the other left. 

48 Two shall be grinding at the 
mill; the one taken and the other 
left. 

49 And what I say onto one, I say 
unto all men ; Watch, therefore, for 
you know not at what hour your 
Lord doth come. 

50 But know this, if the good man 
of the bouse had known in wbat 
watch the thief would come, he would 
have watched, and would not have 
suffered his house to have been broken 
up ; but would have been ready. 

51 Therefore be ye also ready ; for 
in such an hour as ye think not, the 
Son of Man oometh. 

52 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his Lord hath made 
ruler over his household, to give them 
meat in due season ? 

53 Blessed is that servant, whom 
his Lord when he oometh shall find 
so doing; 

54 And, verily I say unto you, he 
shall make him ruler over all hii 
goods. 

55 But if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, My Lord delayeth his 
ooming; and shall begin to Bmite his 
fellow-servants, and to eat and drink 
with the drunken; the Lord of that 
servant shall come in a day when he 
looketh not for him, and in an hour 
that he is not awAre of, and shall out 
him asunder, and shall appoint him 
his portion with the hypoorites ; ther* 
shall be weeping ana gnashing of 
teeth. 
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50 And thus comcth the end of the 
wicked according to the prophecy of 
Moses, saying, They shall be cut off 
from among the people. Bat the end 
of tbe earth is not yet; hut hye and 
bve. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Purablt qfthiten virgin*— ThtUiUnU— The. 
judgmenL 

ND then, at that day, before the 
Son of Man comes, the kingdom 
of hoavon shall be likened unto ten 
virgins, who took their lamps, and 
went forth to meet the bridegroom. 

2 And five of them were wise, and 
five of them wure foolish. 

3 They that were foolish took their 
lamps and took no oil with them ; but 
the wise took oil in their vessels with 
their lamps. 

4 While the bridegroom tarried, 
they all slumbered and slept. 

5 And at midnight there was a cry 
made, Behold, the bridegroom oometh; 
go ye out to meol him. 

0 Then all those virgins arose, and 
trimmed their lamps. 

7 And the foolish said unto the wise, 
Give ns of yonr oil; for our lamps 
are gone ont. 

8 But the wise answered, saying, 
Lest there be not enough for ns and 
you, go yon rather to them that sell, 
and buy for yourselves. 

9 And while they went to bny, the 
bridegroom oame; and they that were 
ready went in with him to the mar¬ 
riage ; and th£ door was Bhnt. 

10 Afterward oame also the other 
virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open 
onto ns. 

11 But he answered and said, 
Verily I say nnto you, Yon know me 
not. 

12 Watch therofore; for you know 
neither the day nor the hoar wherein 
the Son of Man oometh. 

13 Now I will liken these things 
onto a parablo. 

14 For it is like as a man travelling 
Into a far country, who called Mb 
own servants, and delivered unto 
them his goods. 

16 And nnto one he gave five talents, 
to another two, and to another one; 
to every man aooording to his several 
ability; and straightway went on his 
Journey. 

1 0 Then he that had reoelved the five 


talents, went and traded with the 
same; and gained other five talents. 

17 And likewise he who received 
two talents, he also gained other two. 

18 But he who had received one, 
went and digged in the earth and hid 
his lord’s money. 

19 After a long time the lord of 
these servants comoth, and reokonoth 
with them. 

20 And so he that had received the 
five talents came, and brought other 
five talents, saying, Lord, thou deli- 
veredst unto mo five talents; behold, 1 
have gained beside them, five talents 
more. 

21 His lord said unto him, Wert 
done, good and faithful servant; thon 
hast been faithful over a few things, 
I will make thee ruler over many 
things ; enter thou into the joy of thy 
lord. 

22 He also that had received two 
talents oame aDd said, Lord, thou de- 
liveredat unto me two talents ; behold, 
I have gained two talents beside them. 

23 His lord said nntohim, Well done, 
good and faithful servant; thou hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things; 
enter thou into the joy of thy lord. 

24 Then he who had received the 
one talent came, and said, Lord, I 
knew thee that thou art a hard man, 
reaping where thou hast not sow.*], 
aDd gathering where thou hast not 
scattered. 

26 And I was afraid, and went and 
hid thy talent in the earth ; and lo, 
here is thy talent; take it from me 
as thou hast from thino other servant 
for it is thine. 

20 His lord answered and Bald nr 
him, 0 wicked and slothful servant 
thou kneweat that 1 reap where I 
sowed not, and gathered where I 
have not scattered. 

27 Ilaving known this, therefore, 
thon onghtest to have pnt my money 
to the exchangers, and at my ooming 
I should have received my own with 
□Bury. 

28 I will take, thorefore, the taleni 
from you, and give it to him who hath 
ten talents. 

20 For nnto every one who hath ob¬ 
tained other talents, shall be given, 
and he shall have In abundanoe. 

30 But from him that hath not ob- 
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tained other talents, shall be taken 
away even that which he hath ro¬ 
ot iveil. 

31 And his lord shall say unto his 
servants, Cast ye the unprofitable ser¬ 
vant into outer darkness; there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

32 When the Son of Man shall oome 
in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then ho shall sit upon the 
throne of his glory; 

33 And before him shall be gathered 
all nations; and ho shall separate 
them one from another, as a shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats; 
the sheep on his right hand, but the 
goats on his left. 

34 And he shall sit upon his throne, 
and the twelve apostles with him. 

35 Then shall the king say unto 
them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world. 

36 For I was an hungered, and ye 
gave me meat; I was thirsty, and 
ye gave me drink; I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in; naked, and ye 
olothed me; 

37 I was siok, and ye visited me; I 
was in prison, and ye came unto me. 

38 Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee 
an hnngered, and fed thee; or thirsty, 
and gave thee drink ? 

39 When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took thee in; or naked, and 
olothed thee ? 

40 Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came onto thee ? 

41 And the king shall answer and 
say unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
: nasmach as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me. 

42 Then shall he say also unto them 
on the left hand, Depart from me, ye 
onrsed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels. 

43 For I was an hungered, and ye 
gave me no meat; I was thirsty, and 
ye gave me no drink; 

44 I was a stranger, and ye took me 
not in; naked, and ye clothed me not; 
aiok, and in prison, and ye visited 
me not. 

46 Then shall they also answer him, 
saying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungered, or athirst, or a stranger, 


or naked, or siok, or in prison, ana 
did not ministor unto thee? 

46 Then shall he answer them, say 
ing. Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch 
as ye did it not to one of the least of 
these my brethron, ye did it not unti 
me. 

47 And those shall go away inb 
everlasting punishment; bat the 
righteous iuto life eternal. 

CHAPTER X2VL 
The LortTs supper—Christ betrayed. 

ND it came to pass, when Jesus 
had finished all these sayings, 
he said unto his disciples, 

2 Ye know that after two days is 
the passover, and then the Son of 
Man is hetrayed to be crucified. 

3 Then assembled together the chief 
priests, and Scribes, and the elders 
of the people, unto the palace of the 
high priest, who was oalled Caiaphae, 
and consulted that they might take 
Jesus by subtilty and kill him. 

4 But they said, Not on the feast- 
day, lest there be an uproar among 
the people. 

5 Now when Jesus was in Bethany, 
in the house of Simon the leper, there 
o&me unto him a woman having an 
alabaster box of very precious oint¬ 
ment, and poured it on his bead as 
he sat in the house. 

6 But when some saw this, they had 
indignation, saying, Unto what pur¬ 
pose is this waste ? For this ointment 
might have been sold for much, and 
given to the poor. 

7 Whon they had said this, Jesua 
understood them, and he said unto 
them, Why trouble ye the woman ? 
For she hath wrought a good work 
upon mo. 

o For ye have the poor always with 
you; but me ye have not always. 

9 For she hath poured this ointment 
on my body, for my burial. 

10 And in this thing that she hath 
done, she shall bo blessed ; for verily 
I say unto you, Wheresoever this 
gospel shall be preaohod in the whole 
world, this thing that this woman 
hath done, shall also be told for a 
memorial of her. 

11 Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief 
priests, and said, What will ye give 
me, and I will deliver him unto you? 
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And they covenanted with him for 
thirty pieces of silver. 

12 And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray Jesus. 

1.1 Now ou the first day of tho feast 
of unleavened bread, the disoiples 
came unto Jesus, saying unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we prepare for 
thee to eat tho pasBOver? 

14 Aid ho said, Qo into the city to 
inch a man, and say unto him, The 
master saith, My time is at hand; I 
will keep tho passover at thy house 
with my disciples. 

Id And the disciples did as Jesus 
appointed them; and they made ready 
the passover. 

16 Now when the evening was oome, 
he sat dowu with tho twelve. 

IT And as they did eat, he said, 
Verily I say unto you, that one of 
you shall hetray me. 

18 And they were oxoeeding sor¬ 
rowful, and bogau every one of them 
to say unto him, Lord, is it I? 

19 And ho answered and said, He 
that dippeth his hand with me in the 
dish, the same shall betray me. 

20 But the Son of Man goeth as it 
is written of him; but woo unto that 
man by whom the Son of Man is be¬ 
trayed ! It had been good for that 
man if he had not been bom. 

21 Then Judas, who betrayed him, 
answered and said, Master, is it I? 
lie said unto him, Thoa hast said. 

22 And as thoy were eating, Jesus 
took broad and brake it, and blessed 
it, and gave to his disoiples, and said, 
Take, cat; this is in remembrance of 
my hody whiob I give a ransom for you. 

23 And he took the oup, and gave 
thanks, and gave it to them, saying, 
Drink ye all of it. 

24 For this Ib in remembrance of 
my blood of the new testament, which 
is abed for as many as shall believe 
on my name, for the remission of 
their sins. 

26 And I give unto you a command¬ 
ment, that ye shall observe to do the 
things which ye have seen me do, 
and bear reoord of me even unto the 
end. 

26 But I say unto you, I will not 
drink henceforth of this fruit of the 
vino, until that day when I drink it 
anew with yon In my Father's king¬ 
dom. 
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27 And when they had sung a hymn, 
they went out into tho mount of 
Olives. 

28 Then said Jesus unto them, All 
ye shall be offended because of me 
this night; for it is written, I will 
smite the Shepherd, and the sheep of 
the flock shall be scattered abroad. 

29 But after I am risen again, I will 
go before you into Galilee. 

30 Peter answered and said unto 
him, Though all men should bo offend¬ 
ed because of thee, I will never be 
offended. 

31 Jesus said unto him. Verily I say 
unto thee, that this night, bofore 
the cock orow, thou shalt deny m 
thrice. 

32 Peter said unto him, Though 1 
should die with thee, yet wil! I not 
deny thee. Likewise also said all the 
disciples. 

33 Then oomelh Jesus with them 
unto a place called Gethsomane, and 
said unto the disoiples, Sit ye here, 
while I go and pray yonder. 

34 And he took with him Peter and 
the two sons of Zcbodeo, and began 
to be sorrowful and very heavy. 

35 Thon said he unto them, My soul 
is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death; tarry ye here and watch with 
me. 

36 And he went a little further, and 
fell on hie face, and prayed, saying, 
0 my Father, if it be possible, let 
this oup paBs from me; nevertheless, 
not as I will, but as thou wilt. 

37 And he oometh unto the disoiples 
and findeth them asleep, and saith 
onto Poter, What, could ye not watoh 
with me one hour? 

38 Watch and pray yo, that ye enter 
not into temptation; the spirit indeed 
is willing; but the flesh is weak. 

39 He went away again the second 
time and prayed, saying, 0 my Fa- 
thor, if this oup may not pass away 
from mo, oxoopt I drink it, thy will 
be done. 

40 And he oame and found them 
asleop again; for their eyes were 
heavy. 

41 And he left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, 
saying the same words. 

42 Then oometh he to his disoiples, 
and said unto them, Sleep on now 
and take reat. Behold, the hour b 
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At hand, and the Son of Man is be¬ 
trayed into the hand3 of sinners. 

43 And after they had slept, he said 
nnto them, Arise, and let us be going. 
Behold, he is at hand that doth be¬ 
tray me. 

44 And while he yet spake, lo, Ju¬ 
das, one of the twelve, came, and 
with him a great multitude with 
■words and staves, from the chief 
prieBtB and elders of the people. 

45 Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, Baying, Whomsoever I 
shall kisj, that same is he; hold him 
fast, 

46 And forthwith ho came to Jesus, 
and said, Hail, Master! and kisBed 
him. 

47 And Jesns said nnto him, Judas, 
wherefore art thou come to hetray me 
with a kiss ? 

48 Then came they and laid hands 
on Jesus, and took him. 

49 And behold, one of them which 
were with Jesus, stretched out his 
hand and drew his sword, and struck 
a servant of the high priest, and 
■mote off his ear. 

60 Then eaid Jesus unto him, Put 
up again thy sword into its place; 
for all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword. 

61 Thinkest thou that I cannot now 
pray to my Father, and he shall 

f >resently give me more than twelve 
egions of angels ? 

52 But how then shall the scriptures 
be fulfilled, that thus it must be ? 

63 In that same hour said Jesus 
unto the multitudes, Are ye come out 
as against a thief, with swords and 
■taves, for to take me? I eat daily 
with you in the temple, teaching, and 
ye laid no hold on me. 

64 But all this was done that the 
■oriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. 

55 Then all the disciples forsook 
him, and fled. 

56 And they that had laid hold on 
Jobus, led him away to Caiaphas the 
high priest, where the SoriDes and 
the elaers were assembled. 

67 But Peter followed him afar off 
unto the high priest's palaoe, and 
went in, and eat with the servants to 
see the end. 

68 Now the ohief priests, and elders, 
and all the oounoil, sought false wit¬ 


ness against Jesus, to put Mm to 
death; but found none. 

59 Yea, though many false witnesses 
came, they found none that could ao- 
ouse him. 

60 At tho last came two false wit¬ 
nesses, and said, This man said, I am 
ahle to destroy the temple of Qod, 
and to huild it in three days. 

61 And the high priest arose and 
said nnto him, Answerest thon no¬ 
thing ? Knowest thou what thc*e 
witness against thee? 

02 But Jesus held his peace. 

63 And the high priest answered 
and said nnto him, 

64 I adjure thee by the living Qod, 
that thou tell us whether thou he the 
Christ, the Son of God. 

65 Jesns eaid unto him, Thou has. 
said. Nevertheless, I say unto yot. 
hereafter shall ye see <be Son of Man 
Bitting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the olouds of heaven. 

66 Then the high priest rent his 
olothes, saying, He hath spoken blas¬ 
phemy ; what further need have we 
of witnesses? Behold, now, ye bave 
heard his blasphemy. What think ye? 

67 They answered and said, He is 
guilty, and worthy of death. 

68 Then did they spit in his face 
and huffet him; and others smote 
him with the palms of their hands, 
saying, Prophesy unto us, thou Chris!, 
who is it that smote thee ? 

69 Now Peter sat without in the 
alaoe; and a damsel came unto 
im, saying, Thon also wast with Je¬ 
sus of Galilee. 

70 But he deuied before them all, 
Baying, I know not wbat thon say- 
est. 

71 And when he was gone oat into 
the poroh, another saw him, and said 
nnto them that were there, This man 
was also with Jesns of Natareth. 

72 And again he denied with an 
oath, saying, I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came they that 
stood by, and said to Peter, Surely 
thou also art one of them ; for thy 

eech betrayeth thee. 

4 Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not the man. 

75 And immediately the cock orew. 

76 And Peter remembered the words 
of Jesus, which he said unto him. 
Before the oook orow, thon shalt deny 
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me thrioe. And he went out and 
wept bitterly. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

The Crucifixion of Christ. 

W HEN the morning was come, all 
the ohief priestB and elders of 
the people took oouDBel against Je¬ 
sus, to put him to death. 

2 And when they bad bound him, 
they led him away, and delivered 
him to Pontius Pilate, the governor. 

3 Thon Judas, who had hetrayed 
him, whon he saw that he was 
oondemnod, ropentod himself, and 
hrooght again the thirty pieces of 
silver to the ohief priests and elders, 
4 Baying, I have sinned in that I 
have botrayed the innocent blood. 

5 And they said unto him, What is 
that to us? Seo thou to it; thy sins 
be upon thoe. 

0 And he oast down the pieoes of 
silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went, and hanged himself on a 
tree. And straightway he foil down, 
and his bowelB gushed out, and he 
died. 

7 And the ohief priests took the 
silver pieoes, and said, It is not lawful 
for us to put thorn in the treasury, 
because it is the price of blood. 

8 And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s field, 
to bury strangers in. Wherefore that 
field was called, The field of blood, 
unto this day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that whioh was 
spoken by Jeremy, tho prophet, say¬ 
ing, And they took the thirty pieoes 
of Bilver, tho price of him that was 
valued, whom they of the children of 
[sraol did value. 

10 And therefore thoy took the 
piooes of silver, and gavo them for 
the potter’s field, as tho Lord ap¬ 
pointed by the mouth of Jeremy. 

11 And Jesus stood before the go¬ 
vernor; and tho govornor asked him, 
saying, Art thou tho king of tbe Jews ? 

12 And Jesus said unto him, Thou 
•ayest truly ; for thus it is written of 
me. 

19 And when he was aooused of the 
ehief priests and elders, he answered 
Dotting. 

14 Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Haarest thou not how manythings they 
witness against thee? 
lft And ne answered him not to his 


If 

questions j yea, never a word. In so 
muoh that the governor marvelled 
greatly. 

10 Now at the feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the people 
a prisoner, whom they would. 

17 And they had then a notable pri¬ 
soner, called Barabbas. 

18 Therefore when they were ga¬ 
thered together, Pilate said unto 
them, Whom witl ye that I release 
unto you ? Borabbas, or Jeans whioh 
is oalled Christ ? 

10 For he knew that for onvy they 
had delivered him. 

20 When he was set down on the 
judgment-seat, his wife sent unto 
him, saying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man, for I have suf¬ 
fered many things this day in a vision 
because of him. 

21 But the ohief priests and elders 
persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask BarabbaB, and destroy Je¬ 
sus. 

22 And the governor said unto them, 
Whether of tho twain will ye that I 
release unto you ? They said, Barab- 
baa. 

23 Pilate said unto them, What shall 
I do with Jesns, whioh is oalled 
Christ? 

24 And all said unto him, Let him 
be oruoified. 

25 And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, saying, Let him be 
oruoified. 

20 When Pilato saw that he oould 
prevail nothing, but rather a tumult 
was made, he took water, and washed 
his hands bofore the multitude, say¬ 
ing, I am innocent of the blood of 
this just person; see that ye do no¬ 
thing unto him. 

27 Then answered all the people, 
and said, His blood oome upon us and 
our children. 

28 Then released he Barabbas unto 
them; and when he had soourged 
Jesus, he delivered him to be oru¬ 
oified. 

20 Then the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the oommon hall, and 
gathored unto him the whole band. 

30 And they stripped him, and put 
on him a purple robe. 

31 And when they had platted a 
erown of thorns, they put It upon hlf 
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head, and a reed In his right hand; 
and they bowed the knee before him, 
and they mocked him, saying. Hail, 
King of the JewB ! 

32 And they spit npon him, and 
took the reed, ana smote him on the 
head. 

33 And after that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off from him, 
and put his own raiment on him, and 
led him away to crucify him. 

34 And as they came out, they found 
% man of Cyrene, Simon by name; 
aim they compelled to bear his cross. 

35 And when they were come unto 
a place called Golgotha, (that is to say, 
a place of burial,) 

36 They gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall; and when he had 
tasted the vinegar, he would not 
drink. 

37 And they crucified him, and part¬ 
ed his garments, casting lots ; that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken 
by the prophet, They parted my gar¬ 
ments among them, and for my ves¬ 
ture they did cast lots. 

38 And sitting down they watched 
him there. 

39 And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross, and the writing was, 

40 JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS, in letters of 
Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew. 

41 And the chiof prieets said unto 
Pilate, It should be written and set 
up over his head, his accusation, This 
is he that said he was Jesus, the King 
of the Jews. 

42 But Pilate answered and said, 
What I have written, I have written; 
let it alone. 

43 Then were there two thieves cru¬ 
cified with him; one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. 

44 And they that passed by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, and say¬ 
ing, Thou that destroyest the temple, 
and buildest it again in three days, 
save thyself. If thou be the Son of 
God oome down from the oross. 

45 Likewise also the ohief priests 
mooking with the Soribes and the 
elders, said, He saved others, himself 
he cannot save. If he be the King 
of Israel, let him now oome down 
from the oross, and we will believe 
him. 

46 He trusted in God; let him de¬ 


liver him now; if he will save him, 
let him save him ; for he said, I am 
the Son of God. 

47 One of the thieves also, which 
were oruoified with him, cast the 
same in his teeth. But the other re¬ 
buked him, saying, Dost thon nol 
fear God, seeing thou art under the 
same condemnation ; and this man is 
just, and hath not sinned; and he 
cried unto the Lord that he would 
save him. 

48 And the Lord said unU him, Tt is 
day thou shall bo with me h. Paradise. 

49 Now from the sixth aour there 
was darkness over all the land unto 
the ninth hour. 

50 And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, 
Eli, lama sabacthani? (That is to 
say, My God, my God, why hast tbou 
forsaken me?) 

51 Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard him, Baid, This man 
callelh for Elias. 

52 And straightway one of them ran, 
and took a sponge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and pul it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink. 

53 Therestsaid, Let him be, Ietus see 
whether Elias will oomn to save him. 

54 Jesus when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, saying, Father, it 
is finished, thy will is done, yielded 
up the ghost. 

55 And behold, the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom ; and the earth did quake, and 
the rooks rent; 

56 And the graves were opened; 
and the bodies of the saints which 
slopt, arose, who were many, and 
came out of their graves. 

57 And after hiB resurrection, went 
into the holy city and appeared UDto 
many. 

58 Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watching 
Jesus, heard the earthquake, and saw 
those things whioh were done, they 
fearod greatly, saying, Truly this was 
the Son of God. 

69 And many women were there be¬ 
holding afar off, whioh followed Jesus 
from Galilee, ministering unto him 
for his bnrial; among whom was 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mo¬ 
ther of James and Joses, and the 
mother of Zehedee’s ohildren. 
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00 When the evening was oome, 
(here oame a rich man of Arimathea, 
named Joseph, who aleo himself was 
Jesus' disciple ; ho weDt to Pilate and 
begged the body of Jesus. 

01 Then Pilato oommandod the body 
to be delivered. 

02 And when Joseph had taken the 
body, ho wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
rook; and he rolled a great stone to 
the door of the sepulchre, and de¬ 
parted. 

63 And there was Mary Magdalene, 
and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre. 

04 Now the next day that followed 
the day of the preparation, the chief 
priests and Pharisees came together 
unto Pilate, saying, Sir, we romomber 
that that deceiver said, whilo he was 
yet alive, After three days I will rise 
again. 

05 Command therefore, that the se- 
pulohre be made sure until the third 
day, lest his disoiples come by night, 
and steal him away, and say unto the 
people, lie is risen from the dead; so 
this last imposture will be worse than 
the first. 

00 Pilate said unto them, Te have a 
watoh ; go your way, make it as sure 
as you can. 

07 So they went and made the eo- 
pulohro sure, sealing the stone and set¬ 
ting a watoh. 

CHAPTER XXVITI. 

The resurrection of Christ—Be sends forth 
the disciples. 

N the end of tho Sabbath day, as it 
began to dawn towards the first 
day of the week, early in the morn¬ 
ing, came Mary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary to see the sepulchre. 

2 And behold, there had been a 
great earthquake; for two angelB of 
the Lord deBoonded from heaven, and 
Dime and rolled baok the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it. 

3 And their aountenanoe was like 
lightning, and their raiment white as 
snow ; and for fear of them the keep¬ 
ers did shake, and boo&me as though 
they were dead. 

4 And the angels answered and said 
■nto the women, Fear not ye; for we 


know that ye seek Jesus who wae 

crucified. 

5 He is not here; for he has risen, 
as ho said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay; and go quickly, 
and tell his diBoiples that he is risen 
from the dead ; and, behold, he goeth 
before you into Galilee ; there shall ye 
see him; lo, I have told you. 

0 And they departed quickly from 
the sepulchre, with fear and great 
joy; and did run to bring his disoi¬ 
ples word. 

7 And as they went to tell his disci¬ 
ples, bohold Jesus met them, sajing, 
All hail! 

6 And they came and held him by 
the feet, and worshipped him. 

9 Then said Jesns unto them, Be 
not afraid; go tell my brethren that 
they go into Galilee, and there Bhall 
they see me. 

10 Now when they were going, be¬ 
hold, some of the watch oame into the 
city, and showed unto the ohief priests 
all the things that were done. 

11 And when they were assembled 
with the elders, and had taken coun¬ 
sel, they gave large money unto the 
soldiers, 

12 Saying, Say ye, His disoiples 
oame by night, and stole him wnile 
we slept. 

13 And if this come to the governor’s 
ears, we will persuade him, and secure 
you. 

14 So they took tho money, and did 
as they were taught; and this saying 
is commonly reported among the Jews 
until this day. 

15 Thon the eleven disoiples went 
away into Galilee, into a mountain 
where Jesus bad oppointed them. 

10 Aud when they saw him, they 
worshipped him ; but some doubted. 

17 Ana Jobus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given unto 
mo in heaven and in earth. 

18 Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost; 

19 Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have oommauded 
yon; and, lo, I am with you always, 
unto the end of the world. Amen. 
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CHAPTER L 

T IIE beginning of the gospel of Je¬ 
sus Christ, the Son of God; o.b it 
is written in the prophets, Behold, I 
send my messenger before thy face, 
which shall prepare thy way before 
thee. 

2 The voioo of one orying in the 
wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make his paths straight. 

3 John did baptize in the wilder¬ 
ness, and preaoh the baptism of re¬ 
pentance for the remission of sins. 

4 And there went out unto him all 
the land of Jndea, and they of Je¬ 
rusalem, and many were baptized of 
him in the river Jordan, confessing 
their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with ca¬ 
mels' hair, and with a girdle of skin 
abont his loins; and he did eat loonsts 
and wild honey; and preached, say¬ 
ing, There cometh one mightier than 
I after me, tho latohot of whose shoes 
I am not worthy to stoop down and 
unloose. 

6 I indeed have baptized you with 
water; but he shall not only baptize 
you with water, but with fire, and the 
Holy Ghost. 

7 And it came to pass in those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of 
Galilee, and was baptized of John in 
Jordan. 

0 And straightway coming up out 
of the water, he saw tho heavens 
opened, and the Spirit liko a dove 
descending upon him ; 

9 And there came a voice from hea¬ 
ven, saying, Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 
And John bare record of it. 

10 And immediately tho Spirit took 
him into the wilderness. 

11 And he was there in the wildor- 
nees forty days, Satan seeking to 
tempt him ; and was with the wild 
coasts; and tho angels ministered 
unto him. 

12 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching tho gospel of the kingdom 
of Hod; and saying, 

13 The time is fulfilled, and tho 
kingdom of God li at band; repent 
ye, and believe tho gospel. 
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14 And now as he walked by the 
sea of Galilee, he saw Simon and 
Andrew his brother, casting a net 
into the sea; for they were fishers. 

15 And Jesas said unto them, Come 
ye after me, and 1 will make you to 
become fishers of men. 

10 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him. 

17 And when he had gone a little 
further thence, he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, 
who also were in the ship mending 
their nets. 

18 And he called them ; and straight¬ 
way they left their father Zebedee 
in the ship with the hired servants, 
and went after him. 

19 And they went into Capernaum; 
and straightway on the Sabbath day 
he entered into the synagogue, aud 
taught. 

20 And they were astonished at hie 
doctrine; for ho taught them as one 
that had authority, and not as the 
soribes. 

21 And there was in their synagogue 
a man with an andean spirit; and 
he cried out, saying, Lot us alone : 
what have we to do with thee, thou 
Jesus of Nazareth? Art thou come 
to destroy us? I know thee, whom 
thou art, the Holy one of God. 

22 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him. 

23 And when tho unclean spirit 
had torn him, and cried with a loud 
voice, he came out of him. 

24 And they were all amazed, inso¬ 
much that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing ia 
this? What new doctrine is Ibis? 
For with authority oommandeth ha 
even the unolean spirits, and they do 
obey him. 

25 Aud immediately his fame spread 
abroad throughout all the region! 
round about Galilee. 

26 And forthwith when they were 
oomo out of the synagogue, they en¬ 
tered into tho house of Simon anJ 
Andrew, with James and John. 

27 And Simon’s wife's mother 1*7 
siok of a fever; and they besought 
him for her. 

28 And he same and took her by 
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the hand, and lifted her up; and im¬ 
mediately tho fever left her, and she 
oame and ministered unto them. 

29 And at evening after Buneet, they 
brought UDto him all that were 
diseased, and them that were pos¬ 
sessed with dovila; and all the oity 
was gathered together at the door. 

30 And bo healed many that were 
sick of divera diaeaaee, and oaat out 
many devila; and Buffered not the 
devila to apeak, beoause they knew 
him. 

31 And in the morning, riaing up a 
great whilo hofore day, he went out 
and departed into a solitary place, 
and there prayed. 

32 And Simon and they that were 
with him, followed after him. 

33 And when they had found him, 
they aaid unto him, All men aeek for 
thee. 

34 And he said unto them. Lot ub 
go into the next towns, that I may 

roaoh thoro also ; for therefore oame 
forth. 

35 And be preached in their syna¬ 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and 
oaat out devila. 

30 And there oame a loper to him, 
beeooohing him, and knoeling down 
to him, said, If thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean. 

37 And Jeaus, moved with compas¬ 
sion, pnt forth his hand and touched 
him, and said unto him, I will; be 
thou olean. 

38 And as soon an he had spoken, 
immediately the leprosy departed 
from him, and he was cleansed. 

39 And he strailly oharged him, 
and forthwith sont him away; and 
said unto him, See thou say nothing 
to any man ; hut go thy way, show 
thyeolf to the priests, and offer for 
thy cleansing, those things which 
Mosea oommunded, for a testimony 
unto them. 

40 But he went out, and began to 
publish it muoh, and to blazo abroad 
the matter, insomuch that Joaus could 
no more openly entor into the city, but 
was without in solitary places; aod 
they oame to him from evory quarter. 

CIIAPTRR II. 

TV peacAin# of L’hriit — Vh« word con¬ 
firmed by riffnt. 

ND again, he entered into Caper¬ 
naum after many days; and it 


was noised ahroad that he was in the 
house. 

2 And straightway many wore 
gathered togother, insomuoh that 
there was no room to reoeioe the mul¬ 
titude; no, not so muoh as about the 
door; and he preached the word unto 
them. 

3 And they came unto him, bring¬ 
ing ono siok of the palsy, whioh was 
borne of four persons. 

4 And whon they could not come 
nigh unto him, for the press, they 
uncovered the roof where he was; 
and when they had broken it up, they 
let down the bed wherein the siok of 
the palsy lay. 

5 When Jesus saw their faith, he 
said unto the siok of the palsy, Son, 
thy sins be forgiven thee. 

6 But thore were certain of the 
soribes sitting there, and reasoning in 
their hearts, Why doth this man thus 
speak blasphemies? Who oan for¬ 
give sins but God only ? 

7 And immediately, when Jeans per¬ 
ceived in his spirit, that they so rea¬ 
soned within themselves, he said nnto 
them, Why reason ye these things in 
your hearts ? Is it not easier to say 
to the siok of the palsy, Thy sins be 
forgiven theo; than to say, Arise, and 
take up thy bed and walk ? 

8 But that ye may know that the 
Son of Man has power on earth to 
forgive Bins, (he said unto the siok of 
the palsy,) I say unto thee, Ariso, and 
take np thy bed, and go thy way into 
thy house. 

9 And immediately he arose, took np 
the hed, and went forth before them 
all; insomuoh that they were all 
amazod, and many glorified God, 
saying, We nover saw (he power of 
God after this manner. 

10 And Jorus went forth again by 
the seaside, and all the multitude re¬ 
sorted uDto him, and he taught them. 

11 And as ho passed by, he saw 
Levi the bod of Alpheus, sitting at 
the plaoe where they reoeivo tribute, 
as was customary in those days, and 
he said unto him, Follow me; and he 
aroso and followed him. 

12 And it oamo to pass, as Jeaus sat 
at inent in hie houso, many publioans 
and sinnors sat also together with him 
and his disciples; for these were 
many, and they followed him. 
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13 And when the Borihos and Phari¬ 
sees saw him eat with pnblioans and 
sinners, they said onto his discipleB, 
How is it that he cateth and drinketh 
with publicans and sinners? 

14 When Jesas heard this, he said 
anto them, They that are whole have 
no need of the physician, but they 
that are sick. 

15 I came not to call the righteous, 
but einnerB to repentance. 

10 And they camo and said unto 
him, The disoiplcs of John and of the 
Pharisees used to fast; and why do 
the discipleB of John and of the Pha¬ 
risees fait, but thy disciples fast not? 

17 And Je9us said unto them, Can 
the ohildren of the bride-chamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them ? 
As long as they have the bridegroom 
with them, they oannot fast. 

18 But the days will como, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
them, and then shall they fast in those 
days. 

10 No man also Beweth a piece of 
new cloth on an old garment; else 
the new piece that filled it up taketh 
away from the old, and the rent is 
made worse. 

20 And no man puttetb new wine 
Into old bottles; else the now wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine 
Is Bpilled, and tbe bottles will be mar¬ 
red ; but new wine must be put into 
new bottles. 

21 And it came to pass, that he went 
through the oornfields on the Sabbath 
day; and his disciples began, as they 
went, to pluak the ears of com. 

22 And the Pharisees faid unto 
him, Behold, why do thy discipleB 
on the Sabbath day that which is not 
lawful? 

23 And ho said nnto thorn, Have ye 
never read what David did, when he 
had need and was an hungered, he, 
and thoy who were with him ? 

24 How he went into the honae of 
God, in the days of Abiathar the high 
priest, and did eat the shew bread, 
which is not lawful to eat but for the 
prieBts, and gave also to them which 
were with him ? 

25 And he said unto them, The Sab¬ 
bath was mado for man, and net man 
for the Sabbath. 

20 Wherefore the Sabbath wae givon 
unto man for a day of rest; and also 


that man ahould glorify God, and not 
that man should not eat; 

27 For the Son of Man made the 
Sabbath day, therefore the Son of 
Man is Lord also of the Sabbath. 

CHAPTER III. 

The choosing of the Twelve— Their name j— 
The brethren of Christ. 

ND he entered again into the 
synagogue; and there was a man 
there which had a withered hand. 

2 And they watched him to see 
whether he would heal him on the 
Sabbath day ; that they might acouse 
him. 

3 Aud he said unto the man whioh 
had a withered hand. Stand forth. 

4 And he said unto them, Is it law- 
fnl to do good on tbe Sabbath dayi, 
or to do evil ? To save life, or to 
kill ? But they held their peace. 

5 And when he had looked round 
about on -them with anger, being 
grieved for the hardness of their 
hearts, he said nnto the man, Stretch 
forth thy hand. 

fr And he Btretohed out his hand; 
and his hand was restored whole as 
the other. 

7 And the Pharisees went forth, and 
straightway took council with the 
Herodians against him, how they 
might destroy him. 

8 Bnt Jesus withdrew himself, with 
his disciples, to the sea; and a great 
multitnde from Galilee followed him, 
and from Judea, and from Jerusalem, 
and from Idumea and from heyond 
Jordan; Rnd they about Tyre and 
Sidon, a great multitnde, when they 
heard what great things he did, came 
unto him. 

9 And bo spake nnto his discipleB, 
that a small ship should wait on mm, 
because of the multitude, lest they 
throng him. 

10 For he bad healed many ; inso¬ 
much that they pressed upon him for 
to touoh him. As many as had 
plagues and unclean spirits, when 
they saw him, fell down hefore him, 
and oried, saying, Thou art the Son 
of God. 

11 And he straitly charged thorn 
that they should not make him 
known. 

12 And he goeth np into tho moun¬ 
tain, and oallelh whom he would: 
aud they came unto him. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

13 And he ordained twelve, that pheme against the Holj Ghost, hath 

(hey should be with him, and that he never forgiveness; but Is in danger 
might send them forth to preaoh, and of being out down out of the world, 
to have power to heal sicknesses, and And they shall inherit eternal dam- 
to oast out devils. nation. 

14 And Simon he surnamed Peter; 25 And this he said unto them be* 
and James tho son of Zobodeo, and oause thoy said, He hath an unclean 


John the brother of James; and he 
Bunmmed them Boanerges, which is, 
The sons ol thunder; and Andrew, 
and Philip, and Bartholomew, and 
Matthew, and Thomas, and James the 
son of Alphcus, and Thaddcus, and 
Simon the Conaanito, and Judas Is- 
ouriot, which also betrayed him; and 
they wont into a house. 

15 And the multitude comoth to¬ 
gether again, bo that they oould not 
so much as oat bread. 

16 And when his friends heard him 
speak, they went out to lay hold on 
him; for thoy said. Ho is beside him¬ 
self. 

17 And tho soribos whioh oame 
down from Jerusalem, said, He hath 
Beolzebub, and by the prince of the 
devils, ho casteth out devils. 

18 Now Jesus knew this, and he 
oalled thorn, and said unto thorn in 

arabloe, How can Satan cast out 

atan ? And if a kingdom be divided 
against iLself, how oan that kingdom 
stand ? 

19 And if a bouse be divided 
against itself, that house oannot 
stand. And if Satan rise up against 
himself and bo divided, he oannot 
stand; but speedily hath an end. 

20 No man oan enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, ei- 
oept he will first bind the strong man, 
and then he will spoil his house. 

21 And then came certain men unto 
him, accusing him, saying, Why do 
ye receive sinners, seeing thou 
makeet thysolf the Son of God. 

22 But he answered them and said, 
Verily I say unto you, All sins whioh 
men havo committed, when they re¬ 
pent, shall be forgiven them; for I 
oame to preaoh repontanoe unto the 
sons of men. 

23 And blasphemies, wherowith so¬ 
ever thoy shall blaspheme, shall be 
forgiven them that oome unto me, 
and do the works whioh they see mo 
do. 

24 But there lea sin whioh shall not 
be forgiven. He that shall blot- 


spirit. 

26 While he was yet with them, and 
while he was yet speaking, there oame 
there some of his brethren, and his 
mother; and standing without, sent 
unto him, oalling unto him. 

27 And the multitude sat about him, 
and they said unto him, Behold thy 
mother and thy brethren without seek 
for thee. 

28 And he answered them, saying. 
Who is my mother, or who are my bre¬ 
thren ? 

29 And he looked round about on 
them whioh sat about him, and said, 
Behold my mother and my brethren! 

30 For whosoever shall do the will 
of God, the same is my brother, and 
my sister, and mother. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The parable of the tower, and qf the mus¬ 
tard teed. 

ND ho began again to teaoh by 
the sea-side; and there was ga¬ 
thered onto him a great multitude; 
so that he entered into a ship and sat 
in tho sea; and the whole multitude 
wub by the sea on the land. 

2 And he taught them many things 
by par&hlofl. 

3 And he said unto them in hie doo- 
trino, Hearken; Behold, there went 
out a sower to sow; 

4 And it came to pass aB he sowed, 
some fell by the wayside, and the 
fowls of the air oame and devoured 
it up. 

5 And some fell on atony ground, 
whore it had not much earth; and 
immediately it sprung up, beoause it 
had no depth of earth ; but when the 
sun was up, it was eoorohed; and be¬ 
oause it had no root, it withored 
away. 

6 And some fell among thorns, 
and the thorns grew up and choked 
it; and it yielded no fruit. 

7 And other seed fell on good 
ground, aud did yield fruit, that 
sprang up and increased, and brought 
forth, some thirty-fold, some sixty and 
some an hundred. 
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8 And he said unto them. He that 
hath ears to hear, lot him hoar. 

0 And when he was alone with the 
twelve, and they that believed on him, 
they that were about him with the 
twelve, asked of him the parable. 

10 And he said onto thorn. Unto 
yon it is given to know the mystery 
of the kingdom of God; but unto 
them that are without, all things are 
done in parables; 

11 That seeing, they may see and 
not porcoive; and hearing, they may 
hear and not understand; lest at any 
time thoy should be converted, and 
their sins should be forgiven them. 

12 Aud he said unto them, Know ye 
not thiB parable 7 And how then will 
ye know all parables? 

13 The sower soweth the word. 

14 And those are thoy by the way- 
side, whore tho word is sown; but 
when they have heard, Satan cometh 
immediately and taketh away the 
word that was sown in their hearts. 

15 And those are thoy likewise which 
reoeive the word on stony ground; 
who, when they have hoard the word, 
Immediately reoeived it with glad¬ 
ness, and have no root in themselves, 
and so endure but for a time; and 
afterward, when persecution or afflic¬ 
tion ariseth for the word’s sake, im¬ 
mediately they are offended. 

10 And these are they who reoeive 
tho word among thorns; such as hear 
the word, aud the oares of this world, 
and the deoeitfulness of riches, and 
the lost of other things entering in, 
choke the word, and it beoomelh un¬ 
fruitful. 

17 And these are they who reoeive 
the word on good ground; anoh as 
hear the word, and reoeive it, aod 
bring forth fruit; some thirty-fold, 
some sixty and some an hundred. 

18 And he said unto them, Is a 
oandle brought to be put under a 
bushel, or under a bed, and not to be 
set on a oandlestiok 7 I Bay unto 
you, Nay; 

19 For there is nothing hid which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
anything kept sooret, but that it 
should in due time oomo abroad. If 
any man have ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

20 And he said unto them, Take 
haod what you hear; for with what 


measure ye mete, it shall be mea¬ 
sured to you; and unto you that con¬ 
tinue to receive, shall more be given ; 
for he that receiveth, to him Bhall be 
given; but ho that coDtinuoth not to 
receive, from him Bhall be takon even 
that which he hath. 

21 And he said, So is the kingdom 
of Qod; as if a man should cast seed 
into the ground; and should sleep 
and rise, night and day, and the seed 
should spring and grow up, be know- 
eth not now ; 

22 For the earth bringeth forth fruit 
of herself, first the blade, then the 
ear, after that the full corn in the 
ear. 

23 But when the fruit is brought 
forth, immediately he putteth in the 
siokle, beoause the harvest is come. 

24 And he said, Whereunto shall I 
liken the kingdom of God ? Or with 
what comparison shall we compare it ? 

25 It is like a grain of mustard seed, 
whioh, when it is sown in the earth, 
is less than all the seeds that be in 
the earth; but, when it is sown, it 
groweth up, and beoometh greater 
than all herbs, and shoototh out great 
branohes; so that the fowls of the ait 
may lodge under the shadow of it. 

20 And with many suoh parable, 
spake he the word unto them, as they 
were able to bear; but without a pa¬ 
rable spake he not onto them. 

27 And whon they were alone, he 
expounded all things unto his disoi- 
ples. 

28 Aud the same day, when the 
even was come, he said unto them, 
Let us pass over unto the other side. 

29 And when they had sent away 
the multitude, they took him, even as 
he was, in the ship. And there were 
also with him other little ships. 

30 And thero arose a great storm of 
wind, and the waves beat over into 
the ship; and he was in the hinder 
part of the ship asleep on a pillow; 
and they awoke him, and said unto 
him, Master, oarest thou not that we 
porish 7 

31 And he arose and rebuked the 
wind, and said unto the sea, Peace; 
bo still; and tho wind ceased, and 
there was a great oalm. 

32 And he said unto thorn, Why are 
ye so fearful 7 How is it that ye have 
no faith 7 



CHAPTER V. 47 


33 And they feared exceedingly, 
and hu id one to anothur, What man¬ 
ner of man is this, that even the wind 
and the sea obey him? 

CHAPTER V. 

Tfu tmcltan spirit at the tombs—Healing of 
JairteJ daughter. 

NP they came over unto the other 
pido of the sea, into the oountry 
of the Gadarenes. 

2 And when he w&s oome ont of the 
ship, immediately there met him out 
of the tombe, a man with an unolean 
spirit, who had heon dwelling among 
tne tombs. 

3 And no man oould bind him, no, 
not with ohains; beoause that he had 
been often bound with fetters, and 
chains, and the ohains had been 
plucked asundor by him, and the fet¬ 
ters broken in piooos; noither oould 
any man tame him. 

4 And always, night and day, he 
was in the mountains, and in the 
tombs, crying, and cutting himself 
with stones. 

5 Dut when he saw Jesus afar off, ho 
ran and worshipped him, and oried 
with a loud voice and said, What 
have I to do with thco, Jesus, thou 
Son of the most high God ? I adjure 
thoo by Qod, that thou torment me 
not. For he said unto him, Come out 
of the man, uucloan spirit. 

0 And ho oommanded him saying, 
Uoolare thy name. And he answered, 
saying, My name is Legion; for we 
are many. 

7 And he besought him muob, that 
ho would not send them away out of 
the oountry. 

0 Now there was there, nigh unto 
the mountains, a great herd of swme 
feeding. 

9 And all tho devils besought him, 
saying, Send us into the swine, that 
we may enter into them. And forth¬ 
with Jesus gavo them loave. 

10 And the unolean Bpirits went 
out, and ontered into the swino ; and 
the herd ran violently down a steep 
plaoe into the sea, (they wero about 
two thousand,) and wero choked in 
the sea. 

11 And they that fed the swine flod, 
and told the people in the oity, and 
In the oountry, all that was done unto 
the swine. 

12 And they weDt out to see what 


it was that was done. And they oame 
to Jesus, and saw him that was pos¬ 
sessed with the devil, and had the 
Legion, Bitting, and clothed, and in 
his right mind; and they were 
afraid. 

13 And they that saw the miracle, 
told them that came out, how it befeJ 
him that was possessed of the devil, 
and how the devil was oast out, and 
ooncerning the swine. 

14 And they began immediately to 
pray him to depart out of their 
coasts. 

15 And when he was come into the 
ship, he that had been possessed with 
the devil, spoke to Jesus, and prayed 
him that he might be with him. 

10 Howbeit, Jesus suffered him 
not, hut said unto him, Go home to 
thy friends and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee, 
and hath had oompassion on thee. 

17 And he departed, and began to 
ublish in Deoapolis, how great things 
esus had done for him ; and all that 

heard him did marvel. 

18 And when Jesus had passed 
over again by ship unto the other 
side, much people gathered unto him; 
and he was nigh unto the sea. 

19 And behold there oometh one 
of the rulers of the synagogue, Jairus 
by name ; and when he saw him he 
fell at his feet, and besought him 
greatly, saying, My little daughter 
lieth at the point of death; oome and 
lay thy hands on her that she may be 
healed ; and she shall live. 

20 And ho went with him; and 
much people followed him and 
thronged him. 

21 And a oertain woman, whioh had 
an issue of blood twelve years, and 
had suffored many things of many 
phjBioiaus, and had spent all that 
she had, and was nothing bettered 
but rather grew worse ; when she had 
heard of Jesus, she oame in the preSB 
behind, and touohed his garment; 
for sho said, If I may touoh but his 
clothes, I Bball be whole. 

22 And straightway the fountain of 
her blood was dried up ; and Bhe felt 
in her body that she was healed of 
that plague. 

23 And Jobub, immediately knowing 
In himself that virtue had gone out 
of him, turned him about In the press 
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and Skid, Who touched my olothcs? 

24 And his disciples said unto him, 
Thou eecst the multitude thronging 
thee, and sayest thou, Who touched 
mo ? 

25 And he looked round about to 
see her that had done this thing; bat 
the woman, fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, oame 
and fell down before him, and told 
him all tho truth. 

26 And he said unto her, Daughter, 
thy faith hath made thee wholo; go 
in pcAce, and be whole of thy plague. 

27 While ho yet epake, thero came 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house, a man who Baid, Thy daughter 
is dead; why troublest thou the Mas¬ 
ter any further? 

28 As Boon as he spoke, Jesus heard 
the word that was spoken, and said 
unto the ruler of the synagogue, Be 
not afraid, only believe. 

29 And he suffered no man to follow 
him, save Peter, and James, and 
John the brother of James. 

30 And when he cometh to tho house 
of the ruler of the synagogue, he 
seeth the tumult, and them that wept 
and wailed greatly. 

31 And when he was come in he said 
unto them, Why make ye this ado, 
and weep ? The damsel is not dead, 
but sleepeth. And they laughod him 
to scorn. 

32 Bat when he had put them all 
out, he taketh the father and the 
mother of the damsel, and them that 
were with him, and entered in where 
the damsel was lying; 

33 And he took the damsel by the 
hand, and said unto her, Talitha 
cumi; whioh is, being interpreted, 
Damsel, I say unto thoe, Arise. 

34 And straightway the damsel arose 
and walked ; for she was twelve years 
old. And they were astonished with 
a great astonishment. 

35 And he chargod them atraitly 
that no man should know it; and 
commanded that something should 
be given her to eat, 

CHAPTER VI. 

The toetoe called and tent out—The JUx 
loarei and t%oo JUhet. 

ND he oame out from thenoe, 
and oame into his own oountry; 
and his disaiples followed him. 

2 And when the Sabbath day was 


come, he began to teaoh in the ayno- 
gogne; and many hearing, were, 
astonished at his words, saying, From 
whence hath this man these things 7 

3 And what wisdom is this that ia 
given unto him, that even such mighty 
works are wrought by his bands? 

4 Is not this the carpenter, the son 
of Mary, the brother of James and 
Joses, and of Jndah and Simon? 

5 And are not his sisters here with 
us ? And they were offended at him. 

6 But Jesus said unto them, A pro- 

het ie not without honour, save in 

is own country, and among his own 

kin, and in his own house. 

7 And he could do no mighty works 
there, save that he laid his hands 
upon a few siok folks and they were 
healed. 

8 And he marvelled because of their 
anbelief. And he went round about 
the villages, teaching. 

0 And he called the twelve, and be¬ 
gan to send them forth by two and 
two; and gave them power over un¬ 
clean spirits; and commanded them 
that they should take nothing for 
their journey, save a staff only; no 
scrip, nor bread, nor money in their 
pnrBe; but should be shod with san¬ 
dals, and not take two coats. 

10 And he said unto them, In what¬ 
soever place ye enter into a house, 
there abide till ye depart from that 
place. 

11 And whosoever shall not recoive 
you, nor hear you; when yc deparL 
thence shake off the dust of your feet 
for a testimony against them. 

12 Verily I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for Sodom and Go¬ 
morrah in the day of judgment, th&D 
for that oity. 

13 And they went out, and preached 
that men should repent. 

14 And they cast out many devils, 
and anointed with oil many that were 
sick, and they were bealod. 

15 And King Herod heard of Jesus; 
for his name was spread abroad; and 
he said, That John the Baptist was 
risen from the dead, and therefore, 
mighty works do show forth them¬ 
selves in him. 

16 Others said, That it is Elias; 
and others Baid, That it is a prophet, 
or as one of the prophets. 

17 But when Herod heard of him. 
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he said, It Is John whom I hcheaded; 
he is rUen from the dead. 

IH For Herod himself had sent forth 
and laid hold upon John, and hound 
him in prison for Horodias’ sake, his 
brother Philip’s wife; for he had 
married hor. 

19 For John had said unto Herod, 
It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother’s wifo. 

20 Thorefore Hcrodias had a quarrel 
again it him, and would have killed 
him ; but sho could not. 

21 For Herod feared John, knowing 
that he was a just man, and a holy 
man, and one who feared God and 
observed to worship him; and when 
he heard him he did many things for 
him, and heard him gladly. 

22 But when Herod’s hirlh-day was 
come, he made a supper for his lords, 
high captains, and the ohief priests 
of Galilee. 

23 And when the daughter of He- 
rodias came in, and danoed, and 
pleased Horod and them that sat 
with him, the king said unto the 
damsel, Ask of me whatsoever thou 
wilt, and I will give it thee. 

24 And he sware unto her, Whatso¬ 
ever thou shall ask of mo, I will give 
thee, unto the half of my kingdom. 

25 And she went forth, and said 
unto hor mother, What shall I ask 7 
And she said, The head of John the 
Baptist. 

26 And she camo in straightway 
with haste unto the kiDg, and asked, 
saying, I will that thou give me, by 
and by, in a oharger, the head of 
John the Baptist. 

27 And the king was exceeding 
sorry; but for his oath's sake, and 
for their Bakes whioh sat with him, he 
would not rejeot her. 

26 And immediately the king sent 
an exeoutionor, and oommanded his 
head to be brought; and he went and 
bobeadod him in the prison. 

29 And brought his head in a 
oharger, and gave it to the damsel; 
and the damsel gave it to her mother. 

30 And when John’s disciples heard 
ef it, they oame and took up his 
oorpse and laid it in a tomh. 

31 Now tho apostles gathered them¬ 
selves together unto Jesus, and told 
bim all things; both what they had 
done, and what they had taught. 
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32 And ho said unto them, Come y« 
yourselves apart into a solitary place, 
and rest a while; for there were manj 
coming and going, and they had nc 
leisure, not so muoh as to cat. 

33 Aod they departed into a solitary 
place hy ship, privately. 

34 And the people saw them depart¬ 
ing; and many knew Jesns, and ran 
afoot thither out of all cities, and 
outran them, and came together unto 
him. 

35 And Jesus when he came out, 
saw much people, and was moved 
with compassion towards them, be¬ 
cause they were as sheop not having 
a shepherd; and ho began to teach 
them many things. 

36 And when tho day was now fai 
spent, his disoiples oame unto him 
and said, This is a solitary plaoe, and 
now the time for departure ib come, 
send them away, that they may go 
into the country round about, and into 
the villages, and buy themselves 
bread ; for they have nothing to eat. 

37 And he answered and Baid unto 
them, Give ye them to eat. 

38 And they said onto him, Shall 
we go and buy two hundred penny¬ 
worth of bread, and give them to eat 7 

39 Ho said unto them, How many 
loaves have you ? Go and soe. 

40 And whon they knew, they said. 
Five, and two fishes. 

41 And ho commanded them to make 
all sit down by companies, upon the 
green grass. 

42 And they sat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 

43 And when he had taken the five 
loaves and two fiBheB, he looked np 
to he&von, and blessed, and break 
tho loavoB, and gave to his disoiples 
to set before the multitude; and the 
two fishes divided he among them all. 

44 And they did all eat and were 
filled. 

45 And they took up twelve baskets- 
ful of the fragments, and of the 
fishes. 

46 And they that did eat of the 
loaves, were about five thousand men. 

47 And straightway he oonstrained 
his disciples to get into the ship, and 
to go to the othor side before him, 
unto BothBaida, while he sent away 
the people. 

48 And when he had sent them 
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away, h* departed into a mountain I 
to pray. 

49 And when the evening oame, the 
ship was in the midst of the eea, and 
he alone on the laud, and he eaw 
them toiling in rowing; for the wind 
was contrary unto them. 

50 And ahont the fourth watch of the 
night he cometh onto them, walking 
upon the sea, as if he would have 
passed by them. 

51 And when they saw him walking 
upon the sea, they BuppOBed it had 
heen a spirit, and cried out; 

52 For they all saw him, and were 
troubled. 

53 And immediately he talked with 
them, and said unto them. Be of good 
cheer; it is I; be not afraid. 

54 And he went up unto them into 
the ship; and the wind ceAsed; and 
Lhey were sore amazed in themselves 
beyond measure, and wondered. 

55 For they considered not of the 
loaves; for their hearts were hardened. 

56 And when they had passod over, 
they oame into the land of Qennesaret, 
and drew to the shore. 

57 And when they wero come out of 
the ship, straightway the people knew 
him, and ran through that whole re¬ 
gion round about, and began to carry 
about in beds, those that were sick, 
where they heard he was. 

58 And whithersoever he entered, 
into villages, or oities, or conntry, 
they laid the Biok in the streets, and 
besought him that they might touoh 
if it were but the border of his gar¬ 
ments; and as many as touched him 
were made whole. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Whal defilelh a man—The Syrvphcenician 
uxman’t child healed. 

T HEN came together unto him, the 
Pharisees, and certain of the 
■oribos, which oame from Jerusalem. 

2 And when they gaw some of his 
disciples eat bread with defiled (that 
Is to say with unwaBheu) hands, they 
found fault. 

3 For all the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, oxoept they wash hands oft, 
eat not; holding the tradition of the 
elders. 

4 And when they oome from the 
market, exoept they wash their hodies, 
they eat not. 

5 And many other things thore be, 


which they have received to hold, a* 
the washing of cups, and pots, brazen 
vessels, and of tables. 

6 And the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy disci¬ 
ples according to the tradition of the 
elders, bat eat bread with nnwashen 
hands ? 

7 He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath Esaias prophesied of you 
hypocriteB, as it is written, Tbi* 
people honoureth me with their lipe, 
bnt their heart is far from me. How 
beit, in vain do they worship me, 
teaching the doctrines and command 
mentsof men. 

8 For laying aside the :ommand 
ments of God, ye hold the tradition 
of men; the washing of pots and of 
caps; and many other such like 
things ye do. 

9 And he said ante them, Tea, alto 
gether ye reject the commandment of 
God, that ye may keep your own 
traditions. 

10 Full well is it written of you, 
by the prophets whom ye have re 
jeoted. 

11 They testified these things of r 
truth, and their blood shall be upon 
yon. 

12 Ye have kept not the ordinance 
of God; for Moses said, Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and whoso 
ourseth father or mother, let him die 
the death of the transgressor, as it ib 
written in your law ; but ye keep not 
the law. 

13 Ye say, If a man shall say to his 
father or mother, Corhan, that is to 
say, a gift, by whatsoever thon migbt- 
est be profited by me, he is of age. 
And ye suffer him no more to do 
aught for his father or his mother; 
making the word of God of none 
effect through yonr tradition, which 
ye have delivered: and many such 
like things do ye. 

14 And when he had called all the 
people, he said untr them, llcarkou 
onto mo every one, and understand ; 

16 There is nothing from withoat, 
that entering into a man, can defile 
him, which is food ; but the things 
which oome out of him ; those are 
they that defile the man, that prooced- 
eth forth out of the heart. 

18 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear. 
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17 And when he was entered lnte | 
the house from among tho people, his 
diaoiploa asked him concerning tho 
parable. 

18 And be said unto them, Are yo 
without understanding also ? Do ye 
not perceive, that whatsoever thing 
from without untcrcth into the man, 
cannot defile him ; beoauBe it enLeroth 
not into hie heart, but into the belly, 
and goeth out into the draught, purg¬ 
ing all meats? 

19 And ho said, That which cometh 
out of a man, defileth the man. 

20 For from within, out of the hearts 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adul¬ 
teries, fornications, murders, thefts, 
covetousness, wiokedness, deceit, las- 
oiviouBDCBB, an ovil eye, blasphemy, 
pride, foolishness; 

21 All these evil things come from 
within, and dcfilo tho man. 

22 And from thenco he arose, and 
went into tho borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and cnlorod into a house, and 
would that no man should come unto 
him. 

23 But he could not deny them; for 
he had compassion on all mon. 

24 For a woman, whoso young 
daughter hud an unclcun spirit, heard 
of him and camo and fell at Lub feet. 

25 Tho woman was a Grook, a 
Byrophocnioian by nation; and sho 
besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

20 But Josus said unto her, Let tho 
ohildren of the kingdom first be 
filled; for it is not meet to take the 
children’s bread, and to cast it unto 
the dogs. 

27 And she answered and said unto 
him, Yes, Lord; thou sayest truly, yet 
tho dogs under the table eat of the 
children’s orumbs. 

28 And ho said unto her, For this 
6aying, go thy way ; the devil is gone 
out of thy daughlor. 

29 And when she was oome to her 
house, she found that the devil had 
gono out, and her daughter was laid 
upon tho bed. 

d0 And again, departing from tho 
coasts of Tyro and SidoD, he oame 
unto tho sea of Galiloo, through the 
midst of the ooasts of Deoapolis. 

31 And they brought unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impedi¬ 
ment in his speech; and Lhoy be¬ 
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sought him to put his hand upon him. 

32 And ho took him aside from the 
multitudes, and put his fingers into 
his ears, and he spit and touched his 
tongue ; 

33 And looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and said unto him, Epbphatha, 
that is, Be openod. 

34 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue 
was loosed; and he spake plain. 

35 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man ; but tho more he 
charged thorn, so much the more a 
great deal they published him ; 

36 And were beyond measure 
astonished, saying, He hath done all 
things well; homuketh both tho deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

feeding the multitude—Healing the blind 
man — Self-denial taught. 

N those days, the multitude being 
very great, and having nothing to 
eat, Jesus called his disciples, and 
said unto them, 

2 I have compassion on the multi¬ 
tude, because they have now beeD 
with me throe days, and have nothing 
to oat; and if I send them away fast¬ 
ing to their own houses, they will 
faint by the way; for divers of them 
came from afar. 

3 And hie disoiples answered him, 
From whence oan a man satisfy those, 
so great a multitude, with bread, here 
In the wilderness 7 

4 And he asked them, How many 
loaves have ye? And thoy said, 
Seven. 

5 And he commanded tho people to 
sit down on the ground ; and he took 
tho sevon loaves, and gavo thanks, 
aud break, and gave to his disoiples 
to set bofore the people; and tney 
did sot them beforo t-he people. 

6 And they had a few small fishes; 
and he blessed them, and commanded 
to set them also bofore tho people, 
that they should eat. 

7 So they did eat and wore filled; 
and thoy took up of the brokon bread 
that was left, seven baskets. 

8 And they that had calon were 
about four thousand; and he sent 
thorn away. 

9 And straightway he entered into 
a ship with his disoiplos, and oame 
into the parts of Dalmanutha. 
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10 And tho Plariiees oame forth, 
and began to question wilh him, seek¬ 
ing of him a sign from heaven, tempt¬ 
ing him. 

11 And he Bighcd deeply in his 
spirit, and said, Why doth this gene¬ 
ration seek after a eign? 

12 Verily I say unto you, There 
shall no sign be given unto this 
generation, save the sign of the 
prophet Jonah; for as Jonah was 
throe days and three nights in the 
whale's belly, so likewise shall the 
Son of Man be buried in the bowels 
of the earth. 

13 And he loft them, and entering 
into the ship again, he departed to 
the other sido. 

14 Now the multitude had forgotten 
to take bread; neither had they, in the 
ship with them, more than ono loaf. 

15 And ho charged them, saying, 
Take heed, and beware of the leaven 
of the Pharisees, and the leaven of 
Herod. 

16 And thoy reasoned among them¬ 
selves, Baying, He hath Baid this, be¬ 
cause we have no broad. 

17 And when they said this among 
themselves, Jesus knew it, and he 
said unto them, 

18 Why reason ye because ye have 
no bread? Perceive ye not yet, nei¬ 
ther understand ye ? Arc your hearts 
yet hardened ? 

20 Having eyes, see ye not? And 
having ears, hear ye not? And do 
ye not remomber? When I brake the 
five loaves among the five thousand, 
how many baskotsful of fragments 
took ye np ? They say onto him, 
Twelve. 

21 And when the seven loaves 
among four thousand, how many bas- 
ketsful of fragments took ye up ? 
And they said, Soven. 

22 And he said unto them, How is 
it that ye do not understand ? 

23 And he oometh to Bcthsaida; 
and they bring a blind man unto 
him, and besought him to touoh him. 

24 And he took the blind man by 
the hand, and led him out of the 
town ; and when he had spit upon 
his eyes, and put his hands upon 
him, he asked Dim if he saw aught? 

25 And he looked up and said, I see 
men as trees walking. 

20 After that he put his hands again 


upon his eyes, and made him look up, 
and he was restored and saw every 
man cloarly. 

27 And he sent him away to his 
house, saying, Neither go into the 
town, nor tell what is done, to any iD 
the town. 

28 And Jesus went out, and his dis¬ 
ciples, into the towns of Ceesarca 
Philippi; and by the way ho asked 
his disciples, saying unto them, Whom 
do men say that I am ? 

29 And they answered, John the 
Baptist; but some say, Elias; and 
others, One of the prophets. 

30 And he said unto tnem, But whom 
say ye that I am ? 

31 And Peter answered and said 
unto him, Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of tho living God. 

32 And he charged them that the> 
should tell no man of him. 

33 And he began to teach them, 
that tho Son of Man must suffer 
many things, and bo rejected of tin- 
elders, and the chief priests, and 
scribes, and be killed, and after three 
days rise again. 

34 And he spoke that eayiDg open 
ly. And Peter took him, and begat, 
to rebuke him. 

35 But when he had turned nbout 
and looked upon his disciples, he re 
buked Peter, saying, Get thee behind 
me, Satan ; for thou savourcst not the 
things that be of God, hut the things 
that be of men. 

36 And when he had called the peo¬ 
ple, with his disciples also, he said 
unto them, Whosoever will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow me. 

37 For whosoever will save his life, 
shall lose it; or whosoever will save 
his life, shall be willing to lay it 
down for my sake; and if be is not will¬ 
ing to lay it down for my sake, he 
shall lose it. 

38 But whosoever shall be willing 
to lose his life for my sake, and the 
gospel’s, the same shall save it. 

39 For what shall it profit a man, 
if ho shall gain the wholo world, and 
lose his own soul ? Or what shall a 
man give in exchange for his soul ? 

40 Thcroforo deny yourselves of 
those, and be not ashamed of me. 

41 Whosoever shall be ashamed of 
me, and of my words, in this adulte 
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roua and sinful generation, of him 
also shall the Son of Man be ashamed, 
when he comcth in the glory of his 
Father with tho holy angels. 

42 And they shall not have part in 
that resurrection when he cometh. 

43 For verily I say unto you, That 
he shall come; and he that layeth 
down his life for my sake and Lhe 
gospel’s, Hhall come with him, and 
shall he clothed with his glory in the 
oloud, on the right hand of the Son 
of Man. 

44 And he said unto them again, 
Verily I say unto you, That there he 
some of them that stand here, which 
shall not taste of death, till they have 
seen the kingdom of God come with 
power. 

CHAPTER IX. 


Transfiguration — Elias— Offending members 
to be cutoff 


A ND after Bix days Jesus taketb 
Peter, and JameB, and John, 
who asked him many questions con* 
cerning his sayingB; and Jesus lcad- 
eth them up into a high mountain 
apart by IhemselveB. And he was 
transfigured before them. 

2 And his raiment became shining, 
exceeding whito, aB snow; so white 
as no fuller on earth could whiten 
them. 

3 And there appeared unto them 
Elias with Moses, or in other words, 
John the Baptist and Moses; and 
.hey were talking with Jesus. 

4 And Peter answored and said to 
Josub, Maetor, it is good for us to be 
here, and lot ua make three taherna- 
cIcb ; one for thee, and one for Moses, 
and one for Elias; for he knew not 
what to say ; for they were sore afraid. 

6 And there was a cloud that over¬ 
shadowed them; and a voioe came 
out of the cloud, saying, This is my 
beloved Son ; hear him. 

0 And suddonly, when they had 
looked around about with great asto¬ 
nishment, they eaw no man any more, 
Biivc Jesus only, with themselves. 
And immediately they departed. 

7 Aod as they oamo down from the 
mountain, he charged thorn that they 
should tell no man what things they 
had seen till the Son of Man was 
'risen from the dead. 

8 And they kept that saying with 
themflelvos, questioning one with 


another what the rising from Lhe 
dead should mean. 

9 And they asked him, Baying, Why 
say the scribes that Elias must first 
come ? 

10 And be answered and told them, 
saying, Elias verily cometh first, 
and prepareth all things; and tcach- 
eth you of the prophets; how it is 
written of the Son of Man, that be 
must suffer many thiuge, and he set 
at naught. 

11 Again I say unto you, That Elias 
is indeed come, hut they have done 
unto him whatsoever they listed ; and 
even as it is written of him; and he 
bore record of me, and they received 
him not. Verily this was Elias. 

12 And when he came to the disci¬ 
ples, he saw a great multitude about 
them, and the scribes questioning 
with them. 

13 And straightway all the people, 
when they beheld him, were greatly 
amazed, and running to him, saluted 
him. 

14 And Jcbus asked Lhe scribes, 
What questioned ye with them ? 

15 Aod one of tho multitude an¬ 
swered, and said, Master, I have 
brought unto thee my son, who hath 
a dumb spirit that is a devil; and 
when he eeizeth him, he tearoth him ; 
and he foameth and gnaBhcth with 
his teeth, and pineth away; aod I 
spake to thy disciples that they might 
eaBt him out, and they could not. 

16 Jesus Bpake unto him and said, 
0 faithless generation ! how long shall 
I be with you? How long Bhall I 
suffer you? Bring him unto me. 
And they brought him unto Jesus. 

17 And when the man saw him, 
immediately ho was torn by tho spi¬ 
rit; and he fell on the ground and 
wallowed, foaming. 

18 And Jcbus asked his father, How 
long a time is it since this came unto 
him? and his father said, When a 
child; 

19 And ofttimes it hath cast bim 
into the fire and into the water, to 
destroy him, hut if thou canet, I ask 
thco to have compassion on us, and 
help ub. 

20 Josus said unto him, If thou 
wilt believe all things I shall say 
unto you, this is possible to him that 
believeth. 
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21 And immediately the father of | 
the child cried out, and said, with 
tears. Lord, I believe; help thou mine 
an belief. 

22 When Jesus aaw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked 
the foul spirit, Baying unto him, I 
oharge thee to oorao out of him, and 
enter no more into him. 

23 Now the dnmb and deaf spirit 
oried, and rent him sore, and oame 
out of him; and he waa as one dead, 
insomnoh that many said, Ho is 
dead. 

24 But Jesus took him by the hand, 
and lifted him up; and ho arose. 

26 When Jesus was come into the 
house, his disciples asked him pri¬ 
vately, Why could not we oast nim 
ont ? 

26 And ho said unto them, This 
kind oan come forth by nothing but 
hy prayer and fasting. 

27 And they departod thence, and 
assed through Galilee privately; for 
e would not that any man should 

know it. 

28 And he taught his disciples, and 
said unto them, The Son of Man is 
delivered into the hands of men, and 
they shall kill him; and after that he 
is killed, he shall rise the third day. 

29 But they understood not that 
saying, and were afraid to ask him. 

30 And he came to Capernaum; and 
being in the house, ho asked them, 
Why was it that ye disputed among 
yourselves by the way? 

31 But they held thoir peace, being 
afraid, for hy the way they had dis¬ 
puted among themselves, who was 
the greatest among them. 

32 Now Jesus sat down and called 
the twelve, and said unto them, If 
any man desire to be first, he shall 
be last of all, and servant of all. 

33 And he took a child, and Bat in 
the midst of them; and when ho had 
taken tho ohild in his arms, he said 
onto them, 

34 Whosoever shall humble himBelf 
like one of these ohildren, and re- 
oeiveth me, ye shall reoeive in my 
name. 

36 And whosoever shall receive me, 
reoeiveth not me only, but him that 
sent me, even the Father. 

36 And John spake unto him, say¬ 
ing, Master, we saw one casting out 


devils in thy name, and he followed 
not us; and we forbade him, because 
he followed not us. 

37 But Jesus said. Forbid him not; 
for there is no man which shall do a 
miracle in my name, that can speak 
evil of me. For he that is not against 
us is on onr part. 

38 And whosoever shall give you k 
oup of water to drink, in my name, 
because ye belong to Christ, verily I 
say unto you, He shall not lose hia 
reward. 

39 Aud whosoever shall offend one 
of these little ones that believe in me, 
it wore better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about hie neck, and he 
were cast into the sea. 

40 Therefore, if thy hand offend 
thee, cut it off; or if thy brother 
offend thee and confess not and for 
sake not, he shall be out off. It is 
hotter for thee to enter into life 
maimed, than having two hands, to 
go into hell. 

41 For it is better for thee to enter 
into life without thy brother, than 
for thee and thy brother to be cast 
into hell; into the fire that never 
shall be quenched, where their worm 
dieth not, and the firo is not quenched. 

42 And again, if thy foot offend 
thee, out it off; for he that is thy 
standard, by whom thou walkest, if 
he become a transgressor, he shall be 
out off. 

43 It is better for thee, to enter 
halt into life, than having two feet 
to be cast into hell; into the fire that 
never shall be quenched. 

44 Therefore, let every man stand or 
fall, hy himself, and not for another; 
or not trusting another. 

45 Seek unto my Father, and it 
shall be done in that very moment 
what ye Bhall ask, if ye ask in faith, 
believing that yo shall receive. 

46 And if thine eye which seelh foi 
thee, him that is appointed to watch 
over thee to show thee light, become 
a transgressor aud offend thee, pluok 
him out. 

47 It is better for thee to enter into 
the kingdom of God, with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast into 
hell fire. 

48 For it is better that thyself 
should bo saved, than to be cast into 
hell with thy brother, where their 
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worm dicth not, and where the fire is 
not auenohod. 

49 For every one aboil be salted 
with fire; and every saorifice shall be 
salted with salt; but tbo Balt must be 
good. 

50 For if the salt have lost his Bait- 
Dess, wherewith will ye season it? 
(the sacrifice;) thoreforo it mustneods 
be that ye have salt in yourselves, 
and have peace one with another. 

CITAPTER X. 

O f divtrrcrmml — Blaring of ehUdrm — 
Decrilfulneae of ric/ut — Reward of the 
saints — Sclf-dmial — Self-exaltation — 
BtirvJ Dartimnu. 

ND ho arose from thenoe and 
coineth into the coast of Judea 
by the farther side of Jordan; and the 
icoplo resort unto him again; and as 
ie was accustomed to teach, bo also 
tikiight them again. 

2 And the Phariscos came to him 
and asked him, Is it lawful for a man 
lo put away his wife? This they 
said, thinking to tempt him. 

3 And be answered and said unto 
them, What did Moses command 
you ? 

4 And they said, Moses suffered to 
write a bill of divorcement, and to 
put her away. 

5 Jesus answored and said unto 
them, For the hardness of your 
hoarts he wroto you this prooept; 

6 Put from the beginning of the 
creation, God mado thorn male and 
female. 

7 For this cause shall a man leave 
his father, and mother, and cleave 
to his wifo ; and they two shall bo one 
flesh ; so then they are no more two, 
but one flesh; what therefore God 
hnlli joined together, let not man put 
asunder. 

8 And in the house his disciploB 
asked him again of the same matter. 

9 And ho said unto them, Whoso¬ 
ever shall put away bia wifo, and 
marry anothor, committoth adultery 
aguinsl her. 

10 And if a woman shall put away 
her husband, and bo married to an¬ 
other, she oommitlelh adultery. 

11 And they brought young ohil- 
dreu to him, that he should teach 
them; and the disciples robuked 
those that brought them. 

12 Put when Jesua saw and beard 


them, he was much displeased, and 
said unto them, Suffer the little chil¬ 
dren to come unto me, and forbid them 
not; for of such is the kingdom of 
God. 

13 Verily I say unto you, Whoso¬ 
ever shall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he shall not en¬ 
ter therein. 

14 And be took them up in hia 
arms, and put hia bands upon them, 
and blessed them. 

15 And when he was gone forth into 
the way, thcro came one running, and 
kneeled to him, and asked him, Good 
Master, what shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life ? 

16 And Jesus said unto him, Why 
eallcst thou me good ? None is good 
but one, that is God. 

17 Thou knowest the command¬ 
ments, Do not oommit adultery ; Do 
not kill; Do not steal; Do not bear 
false witness; Defraud not; Honour 
thy father and mother. 

18 And tho man answered and said 
unto him, Master, all those have I 
observed from my youth. 

19 Then Jesus beholding him, loved 
him, and said unto him, One thing 
thou laokest; 

20 Go thy way, soil whatsoever thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven ; and 
oome, take up the cross, and follow 
me. 

21 And the man was sad at that 
saying, and went away grieved ; for 
he had great possessions. 

22 And Jesus looked round about, 
and said unto his disciples, flow 
hardly shall they that have riohes 
entor into tho kingdom of my Fa¬ 
ther ! 

23 And tho disoiplos wero astonished 
at his words. But Josus spake again 
and said unto them, Children, how 
hard is it for them who trust in 
riches to enter into the kingdom of 
God! 

24 It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a Docdle, than for 
a rioh man to enter into tho kingdom 
of God. 

25 And they were astonished out of 
measure, Baying amoug themselves, 
Who thon can be savod ? 

26 And Jesus, looking upon tbom, 
i said, With men that trust in riohes, 
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U is impossible; but not impossible 
with men who trust in God and leave 
all for my sake, for with such all 
these things are possible. 

27 Then Peter began to say unto 
him, Lo, we have left all, and have 
followed thee. 

28 And Jeans answered and Baid, 
Verily I Bay unto you, There is no 
man that hath left house, or brethren, 
or sisters, or father, or mother, or 
wife, or children, or lands, for my 
sake and the gospel's, 

29 But ho shall receive a hundred¬ 
fold now in this time, houses, and 
brethren, and sisters, and mothers, 
and children, and landB, with perse¬ 
cutions ; and in the world to come, 
eternal life. 

30 But there are many who make 
themselves first, that shall be last; 
and the last first. 

31 This he said, rebuking Peter; 
and they were in the way going up 
to Jerusalem ; and Jesus went before, 
and they were amazed; and as they 
followed, they were afraid. 

32 And he took again the twelve, 
and began to tell them what things 
should happen unto him. 

33 And Jesus said, Behold, we go up 
to Jerusalem; and the Son of Man 
shall be delivered unto the chief 
priests, and unto the scrihes; and 
they shall condemn him to death; 
and shall deliver him to the Gentiles. 

34 And they shall mock him, and 
shall scourge him, and shall spit upon 
him, and shall kill him ; and the third 
day he shall rise again. 

35 And James, and John, the soub 
of Zcbedcc, came unto him, saying, 
Master, we would that thou shouldst 
do for us whatsoever wo shall desire. 

36 And he said unto them, What 
will ye that I should do unto you? 

37 They said unto him. Grant onto 
us that we may sit, one on thy right 
hand, and the other on thy left hand, 
in thy glory. 

38 But Jesus said unto them, Ye 
know not what ye ask. Can ye drink 
of tho oup that I drink of? And be 
baptized with the baptism that I am 
baptized with ? 

39 And they said nuto him, We can. 

40 And Jesus said unto them, Ye 
shall indeed drink of the cup that I 
drink of; and be baptised with the 


baptism that I am baptized with; 
but to sit on my right hand, and od 
my left hand, is not mine to give; 
but they shall receive it for whom il 
is prepared. 

41 And when the ten heard, they 
began to be much displeased with 
James and John. 

42 But Jesus called Ihcm, and said 
unto them, Ye know that they who 
are appointed to rulo over the Gen¬ 
tiles exercise lordship over them : and 
their great ones exercise authority 
upon them. 

43 But it shall not be eo among 
yon; but whosoever will be great 
among you, shall be your minister. 

44 And whosoever of you will be 
the chiefest, shall be servant of all. 

45 For even the Son of Man came, 
not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ran¬ 
som for many. 

46 And they came to Jericho ; and 
as he went out of Jericho with his 
diBciplcs and a great number of peo¬ 
ple, blind Bartimeus, tho son of 
Timeus, sat by the highway side 
begging. 

47 And when he heard that it was 
Jesus of Nazareth, he began to cry 
out, and say, Jesus, son of David, 
have mercy on me. 

48 And many charged him that ho 
Bhould hold his peace; but he cried 
the more exceedingly, saying, Son of 
David, have mercy on me. 

49 And Jesus stood still, nnd com¬ 
manded him to be called. And they 
called the blind man, saying unto 
him, Be of good comfort; arise, he 
calleth thee. 

50 And he, casting away his gar¬ 
ment, aroso and came to Jesus. 

51 And Jesus said unto him, What 
wilt thou that I should do unto thee ? 

52 And the blind man said unto 
him, Lord, that I might receive my 
sight. 

63 And JeBus said unto him, Go thy 
way ; thy faith hath made thee whole. 

54 And immediately ho received his 
sight, and followed Jesus in the way. 

CHAPTER XT. 

Christ'f entry into Jerusalem- -He »/rtrr*5 
out the money-changers and teacltc « in ttu 
Temple—He teachrih forgiveness. 

ND when they came nigh tc 
Jerusalem, unW Bethpage and 
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Bethany, at the mount of Olives, he 
■endelh forth two of his disciples, and 
■aid unto thorn, 

2 Go your way inte the village over 
against you; and as soon as ye have 
entered into it, ye shall find a oolt 
tied, whereon no man ever sat; loose 
him and bring him to me. 

3 And if any mao say unto you, 
Why do ye this? say ye that the 
Lord hath need of him ; and straight¬ 
way he will send him hither. 

4 And they wont their way, and 
found the oolt tied by the door with¬ 
out, in a plaoe where two ways met; 
and they loosed him. 

5 And oertain of thorn who stood 
by, said unto the disoiples, Why loose 
ye the oolt ? 

0 And they said unto them even as 
Jesus had commanded; and they let 
them go. 

7 And they brought the oolt to Jesus, 
and oast their garmonts on it; and 
Jesus sat upon it. 

3 And many spread their garments 
in tho way; and others oat down 
branohos of trees and strewed them 
in the way. 

9 And they that went before him, 
and they that followed aftor, oried, 
saying, 

10 Hosanna! Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord; 

11 That bringeth the kingdom of 
our father David; 

12 Bleasod is he that oometh in the 
name of the Lord; Hosanna in the 
highest. 

13 And Jesus entered into Jerusalem, 
and into tho temple. And when he 
hud looked round about upon all 
things, and blossed the disoiples, tho 
eventide was oome ; and ho went out 
unto Botbany with tho twelve. 

14 And on the morrow, when thoy 
oamo from Bethany bo was hungry ; 
and sooing a fig tree afar off having 
loaves, ho came to it with his disoi¬ 
ples ; and as they supposed, he came 
to it to see if he uignl find anything 
thereon. 

15 And when ho oamo to it, there 
waB nothing but leaves ; for as yet the 
figs wore not ripe. 

16 And Jesus spake and said unto 
it, No man cat fruit of thoo horeafter, 
forever. Aud his disoiples heard 
him 
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17 And they came to Jerusalem. 
And Jesus went into the temple, and 
began to cast out them that sold and 
bought in the temple, and overthrew 
the tables of the money-ohangers, 
and tho seats of them who sold doves; 

18 And would not suffer that any 
man should carry a vessel through 
the temple. 

10 And he taught, saying unto them, 
Is it not written, My house shall be 
oalled of all nations the honse of 
prayer? But ye have made it a den 
of thieves. 

20 And the soribes and chief priests 
heard him, and eought how they 
might destroy him; for they feared 
him because all Mhe people were 
astonished at his dootrine. 

21 And when even was oome he 
wont out of the oity. 

22 And in the morning as they 
passed by, they saw the fig tree dried 
up from the roots. 

23 And Petoroallingto remembrance, 
said unto him, Master, behold the fig 
tree which thou oursedst is withered 
away. 

24 And Jesus spake and said unto 
him, Have faith in God. 

25 For verily I say uuto you, That 
whosoever shall say unto this moun¬ 
tain, Be thou removed, and be thou 
oast into the sea; and shall not doubt 
in his heart, but shall beliove that 
thoso things whioh he eaith shall 
come to pass ; he shall have whatso¬ 
ever ho saith fulfilled. 

26 Therefore I say unto you, What¬ 
soever things ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that yo reoeivo, and ye shall 
hftvo whatsoever ye ask. 

27 And when ye stand praying, for- 
givo if ye have aught against any; 
that your Father also who is in hea- 
von, may forgive you your trespasses. 

28 But if you do not forgive, neither 
will your Father who is in heaven 
forgive your trespasses. 

29 And they oame again to Jerusa¬ 
lem ; and as he was walking in the 
temple, thero oame to him the ohief 
priest, and the soribes, and the elders, 
and said unto him, 

30 By what authority doest thou 
those things, and who gave thee this 
authority to do those things? 

31 And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, 1 will also ask of you one 
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question, answer me, and then I will 
tell you by what authority I do these 
things. 

32 Was the baptism of John from 
heaven, or of men? Answer me. 

33 And they reasoned with them¬ 
selves, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven ; he will Bay, Why then did 
ye not believe him ? 

34 But if we shall say. Of men ; we 
shall offend the people. Therefore 
they feared the people ; for all people 
believed John, that he was a prophet 
indeed. 

35 And they answered and said unto 
Jesus, We cannot tell. 

36 And JeBus answering said unto 
them, Neither do I toll you by what 
authority I do these things. 

CHAPTER XU. 

Parable of the vineyard—Tribute money — 
Neither marrying nor giving in marriage 
in the resurrection—The great command¬ 
ment — Widow's mite. 

A ND Jesus began to speak unto 
them by parables, saying, 

2 A man planted a vineyard, and 
set a hedge about it, and digged the 
wine vat, and built a tower, and let 
it out to husbandmen, and went into 
a far country. 

3 And at the season he sent to the 
husbandmen a servant, that he might 
receive from the husbandmon of the 
fruit of the vineyard. 

4 And they caught the servant and 
beat him, and sent him away empty. 

5 And again he sent unto them 
another servant; and at him they cast 
stones, and wounded him in the head, 
and sent him away shamefully han¬ 
dled. 

6 And again he sent another; and 
him they killed, and many others; 
beating some, and killing some. 

7 Having yet therefore one son, bis 
well beloved, he sent him also last 
unto them, Baying, They will reve- 
renco my son. 

8 But thosehusbandmon said among 
themselves, This is tho heir; come, 
let us kill him, and the inheritance 
shall be onrs. 

9 And they took him and oast him 
out of the vineyard, and killed him. 
10 What shall thorefore the lord of 
the vineyard do? Lo, ho will coroo 
and destroy the husbandmen, and 
will give the vineyard unto others. 


11 Again, have ye not read this 
scripture; The stone which tho build¬ 
ers rejected, is become the head of 
the corner; this was the Lord's doing, 
and it is marvellous in our eyes. 

12 And now they were angry when 
they heard these words; and they 
sought to lay hold on him, but feared 
the people; 

13 For they know that ho had spo¬ 
ken the parable against them; and 
they left nim and went their way. 

14 And they sent unto him certain 
of the Pharisees and Herodians, U 
catch him in his words. 

15 And when they were come, they 
said unto him, Master, we know that 
thou art true and carest for no man : 
for thou regardeet not the person of 
men, but teaohest the way of God in 
truth. 

16 Is it lawful to giro tribute to 
Cmsar, or not? Shall we give, or 
shall we not give? 

17 But he knowing their hypocrisy, 
said unto them, Why tempt ye me' 
Bring me a penny that I may see it. 

18 And they brought the penny ; 
and he said unto them, Whose imago 
and superscription is this? 

19 And they said unto him, Caesar’s 

20 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Render to Ccesar Ihe things 
whioh are Caesar’s; and to God the 
things that are Qod’B. 

21 And they marvelled at it. 

22 Then oame unio him the Saddu 
cees, who say thero is no resurrection- 
and they asked him, saying, 

23 Master, Moses wrote unto us in 
his law, If a man’s brother die, and 
leave a wife, and leave no children, 
that hie brother should take his wife, 
and raise up seed unto his brother. 

24 Now there were seven brethren : 
tho first took a wife, and dying left 
no seed. 

25 Aud tho second took her, and 
died, neither loft he any seed ; and 
the third likewise. 

26 And the seven had her, and loft 
no seed ; last of all the woman diad 
also. 

27 In the resurrection therefore, 
when they shall riBe, whose wife shall 
she be of them, for the seven had her 
to wifo? 

28 And Jesus nuswering said unu* 
them, Ye do orr tberofore, becauso 
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know not, ■#«* ‘in lereland not the 
aoripluros, neitb r tbe power of God. 

29 For when they shall rise from 
the dead, they neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage; hut are as the 
angelB of God who are in heaven. 

30 And as touching Iho dead, that 
they rise; have ye not read in the 
book of Moses, how in the bush, God 
spake unto him, Baying, 

31 I am iho God of Abraham, and 
the God of iB&ac, and tho God of 
Jacob ? 

32 Ho is not thcroforo tho God of 
the dead, but tho God of the living; 
for he raiseth them up out of their 
graveB. Ye therefore do greatly err. 

33 And one of the scribes camo, and 
having heard them reasoning to¬ 
gether, and perceiving that be had 
answored them well, asked him, Which 
1 b tho first commandment of all? 

34 And Jesus answered him, Tho first 
of all the commandments is, Hoarkon, 
and hear, 0 Israel; The Lord our God 
is one Lord; 

35 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with nil 
thy soul, and with all thy mind, and 
with all thy strength. 

36 Thifl is the find commandment. 
And the second is like this, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself. There 
is nono other commandment greater 
than those. 

37 And the aorile said uuto him, 
Woll, Master, thou hast said the truth; 
for there is one God, and there is nono 
other but him. 

38 And to love him with all the 
heart, and with all *ho understanding, 
and with all tho bouI, and with all the 
fltrength ; and to love his neighbour as 
himself, is more than all whole burnt 
offerings and sacrifices. 

39 And wlion Jesus saw that he 
anflwerod discroetly, he said unto him, 
Thou art not far from tho kingdom 
of God. 

40 And no man after that durst ask 
him, saying, Who art thou ? 

41 And Jesus spake and said, while 
he taught in tho temple, How aav the 
bribes that Christ is tne Son of David? 

42 For David himself said by tho 
Holy Ghost, The Lord said unto ray 
Lord, Sit thou on iny right hand, 
until I make thine cnemios thy 
footstool. 


43 David therefore himself calloth 
him Lord ; and whence is he hiB son ? 

44 And the common people heard 
him gladly; but the high priest and 
the elders wero offended at him. 

45 And he said unto thorn in hia 
doctrine, Beware of the scribeB who 
love to go in long clothing, and have 
salutations in the market places, and 
the chief seats in the synagogues, and 
tho uppermost rooms at feasts; 

46 Wno devour widows'houses, and 
for a protonce make long prayers; 
these shall receive greater damnation. 

47 And after this, Jesus sat over 
against the treasury, and beheld how 
the people cast money into tho trea¬ 
sury ; and many who wore rich cast 
in muoh. 

48 And there camo a certain poor 
widow, and she cast in two mites, 
whioh mako a farthing. 

49 And Jesus called his disciples, 
and said unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast 
more in, than all thoy who have cast 
Into the treasury; 

50 For all tho rich did cast in of 
their abundanae; but she, notwith¬ 
standing her want, did cast in all that 
she had; yea, evon all her living. 

CIIAPTEB XIII. 

Th t destruction of Jerusalem—Chrufs second 
coming. 

ND as Jesus went out of the tem- 
plo, his disciplos enme to him for 
to bear him, saying, Master, show 
us concerning the buildings of the 
Temple. 

2 And ho said unto them, Behold 
ye these stones of tho temple, and all 
this great work, and buildingB of the 
tomnlo ? 

3 Verily l say unto yon, they shall 
be thrown down and left unto the 
Jews desolate. 

4 And Jesus said unto them, Roe ye 
npt all these things, and do you not 
understand them ? 

5 Verily I say unto you, There shall 
not be left here upon this temple, one 
stone upon another, whioh shall not 
be thrown down. 

0 And Josus loft them and went 
upon the mount of Olivos. 

7 And as ho sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples came unto him 
privately, saying, 

8 Tell un, when shall these things ba 
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which thou hast said, concerning the 
destruction of the temple, and the 
Jews ? 

9 And what is the sign of thy oom- 
ing, and of the end of the world, (or 
the destruction of the wicked, which 
is the end uf the world?) 

10 And Jesus answered and said 
unto them. Take heed that no man 
deoeive you; for many shall come in 
my name, saying, I am Christ, and 
shall deceive many. 

11 Then shall they deliver you up 
to he afflicted, and Bhall kill you, and 
ye shall bo hated of all nations for my 
name’s sake. 

12 And then shall many be offended, 
and shall betray one another; and 
many false prophets shall ariso, and 
shall deceive many; 

13 And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold; but he that shall endure unto 
the end, the same shall bo saved. 

14 When you therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel the prophet concerning the 
destruction of Jerusalem, then you 
shall stand in the holy place. (Whoso 
readeth let him understand.) 

15 Then let them who be in Judea 
Bee into tho mountains; 

16 And let him who is on the house¬ 
top flee, and not return to take any¬ 
thing out of his house; 

17 Neithor let him who is in the field, 
return back to take his clothes. 

18 And woo unto them who are with 
thild, and unto them who give suck 
in those days. 

19 Therefore pray ye the Lord, that 
your flight be not in the winter, 
noither on tho Sabbath day. 

20 For then, in those days, shall be 
great tribulations on the Jews, and 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
such as was not hofore sent upon 
Israel, of Qod, sinoo the beginning 
of their kingdom, (for it is written 
theironomiea shall soatter them,) until 
this time; no, nor over shall be sent 
again upon Israel. 

21 All these things are the begin¬ 
ning of sorrows. 

22 And except those days should be 
shortened, there should no flesh bo 
eared ; but for the elect's sako, ae- 
oording to the covenant, those days 
shall be shortened. 


23 Behold these things I have apo 
kon qo to you concerning the Jew3. 

24 And then immediately after tho 
tribulations of those days which Bhall 
come upon Jerusalem, if any man 
stall say unto you, Lo, here is Christ; 
or there; believe him not. 

25 For in those days there shall also 
arise false Christs, and falBo prophet*, 
and shall show great signs and won¬ 
ders ; insomuch, that if possible, thoy 
shall deceive the very elect, who are 
the elect according to the covenant. 

26 Behold, I speak these things 
unto you, for the elect’s sake. 

27 And you also shall hear of wars, 
and rumours of wars; see that ye be 
not troubled; for all I have told you 
must come Lo pass, but the end is not 
yet. 

28 Behold, I have told ycu before, 
whorefore if they shall say unto you. 
Behold, he is in the desert; go not 
forth; Behold, he is in the secret 
chambers ; believe it not. 

29 For as the light of the morning 
oometh out of the east, and shinelh 
even unto the west, and covereth the 
wholo earth, eo shall also the coming 
of the Son of Man be. 

30 And now I show unto you a pa 
rable. Behold, wheresoever the car- 
oaBS is, there will the eagles be ga¬ 
thered together; 

31 So likewise, shall mine elect be 
gathered from the four quarters of 
the earth. 

32 And they shall hear of wars and 
rumours of wir?. Behold, I speak 
unto yon for miuo elect’s sake. 

33 For nation shall rise against na¬ 
tion, and kingdom against kingdom; 

31 Thcro shall be famines, and pesti¬ 
lences, and earthquakes in diver* 
places. 

35 And again, bcenuso iniquity shall 
abound, the love of meu shall wai 
cold ; but ho who shall not be over- 
oome, tho samo shall be saved. 

36 And again this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world, for a witness unto all nations, 
and thou shall the end come, or the 
destruction of Llic wicked. 

37 And again shall the abomination 
of desolation, spoken of by Daniel 
the prophet, be fulfilled. 

38 And immediately after the tribu¬ 
lation of thoBO day*, the sud ihall b« 



CHAPTBR XIV. «1 


darkened, and the moon shall not 
give her light, and the Bt&rs shall 
fall from heaven, and the powers of 
heaven shall bo shaken. 

30 Verily I say unto you, This ge¬ 
neration in the which theso things 
shall bo shown forth, shall not pass 
away till all I have told you shall be 
falfillod. 

40 Although tho days will oome 
that heaven and earth shall pass 
away, yet my words shall not pass 
away, but all shall be fulfilled. 

41 And a? I said before, After the 
tribulation of those days, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken, then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of Man in heaven; and 
then shall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn ; 

42 And they shall see the Son of 
Man coming in the clouds of hea¬ 
ven, with power and great glory. 

43 And whoso troasurolh up my 
word shall not bo deceived. 

44 For the Son of Man shall come; 
and he shall aond hia angels before 
him with the great sound of a trum- 

et, and they shall gather together 
is eleot from the four winds, from 
one end of hoavon to the other. 

45 Now learn a parable of tho fig 
tree. When hiB branches are yot 
tondor, and putteth forth leaves, ye 
know that summer is nigh at hand. 

46 So likewise, mine eleot, whon 
thoy shall see all those things, they 
Bhall know that ho is near, oven at 
the doors. 

47 But of that day and hour no ono 
knowolh; no, not tho angels of God 
in heaven, but my Father only. 

48 But as it was in tho days of 
Noah, so it shall be also at the com¬ 
ing of the Son of Man; for it shall 
bo with them as it was in the days 
which wore before the llood. 

49 Until tho day that Noah entered 
Into tho ark, thoy were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, and know not until tho 
flood caino and took them all away ; 
so shall also tho coming of tho Son 
of Man bo. 

50 Then sbull be fulflllod that which 
Is written, That in tho laBt days, two 
ihalt bo in tho field, ono shall bo 
taken and tho otbor loft. 

51 Two shall be grinding at the 


mill; the one taken, and the other 
loft. 

52 And what I say unto one, I say 
unto all men. 

53 Watch therefore, for ye know 
not at what hour your Lord doth 
come. 

54 But know this, if the good man 
of the house had known in what 
watch the thief would come, he would 
have watohed, and would not have 
suffered his houso to have boon broken 
up; but would have beon roady. 

55 Therefore, be ye also ready, for 
in such an hour as ye thiuk not, the 
Son of Man comoth. 

56 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath made 
ruler over hia household, to give thorn 
meat in duo season 7 

57 Blessed is that servant whom his 
lord, when he oomolh, shall find so 
doing. 

58 And vorily I say unto you, he 
shall make him ruler over all hia 
goods. 

59 But if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, My lord dclayeth his 
coming; and shall begin to smile his 
follow servants, and to eat and drink 
with tho drunken; 

60 The lord of that servant shall 
come in a day whon he looketh not 
for him, and in an hour that ho is not 
aware of, and shall cut him asunder, 
and shall appoint him bis portion with 
the hypoorites. 

61 There shall be wooping and 
gnashing of teeth; and thus cometh 
the end. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Christ anointed by the iorman—The Pass- 
over eaten — Ch risCs betrayal. 

FTEll two days was the pass- 
over, and tho foast of nuloavenod 
bread. 

2 And Ibe chief priests, and the 
scribes, sought how thoy might tako 
Jesus by craft, and put him to death. 

3 But thoy said among thomselves, 
Lot us not take him on the foast day, 
lost thoro bo an uproar among the 
poople. 

4 And Jesus being in Bethany, in 
tho houso of Simon the leper, an he 
sat at meat, there oame a woman 
having an alabaster box of ointment 
of spikonard, very preeious and she 
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brake the box, and poured the oint¬ 
ment on Mb head. 

6 There were gome among the disci¬ 
ples who had indignation within 
themselves, and said. Why was this 
waste of the ointment made ? for it 
might have been sold for more than 
three hundred pence, and have been 
given to the poor. And they mur¬ 
mured agAinst her. 

0 And JeBus said unto them. Let 
her alone ; why trouble ye her ? For 
she hath wrought a good work on me. 

7 Ye have tho poor with you always, 
and whensoever ye will, ye may do 
them good; but me yo have not al¬ 
ways. 

8 She has done wbat she could, and 
this which she haB done unto me, 
shall li-' had in remembrance in gene¬ 
rations to oome, wheresoever my gos- 

el shall he preached; for verily sho 
as come beforehand to anoint my 
body to tho burying. 

9 Vorilv I say unto you, Whereso¬ 
ever this gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, what she 
hath done shall be spoken of also for 
a memorial of her. 

10 And now the first day of un¬ 
leavened bread, when they killed the 
paseover, his disciples said unto him. 
Whore wilt thou that we go and pre¬ 
pare, that thou mayc9t eat tho pass- 
over ? 

11 And he eendeth forth two of his 
disciples, and said unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there shall meet you 
a man hearing a pitcher of water; 
follow him; 

12 And wheresoever he shall go in, 
•ay ye to the good man of the house, 
The Master saith, Where is the guest 
chamber, where I shall cat the pass- 
over with my disciples? 

13 And bo will snow you a large 
upper room, furnished and prepared; 
there make ready for us. 

14 And his disciples went forth and 
>amo unto tho city, and found as he 
had said unto them ; and they mado 
ready the passover. 

15 And in the evening he oometh 
with the twelve. 

16 And as they sat and did eat, 
Josus said, Verily I say unto you, 
One of you who eatoth with mo shall 
bclray me. 

17 And they all began to be very 


sorrowful, and began to Bay unto him 
one by one, Is it I? and another said, 
Is it I ? 

18 And he auswered and said unto 
them, It is ono of the twelve who 
dippeth with me in the dish. 

19 The Son of Man indeed goeth as 
it is written of him; hut woe to that 
man by whom the Son of Man is be¬ 
trayed ! Good were it for that man 
if he had never been born. 

20 And as they did eat, Jeeus took 
bread and blessed it, and brake, and 
gave to them, and said, Take it, and 
eat. 

21 Behold, this is for you to do in 
remembrance of my body; for as oft 
as ye do this ye will remember this 
hour that I was with you. 

22 And he took the cup, and when 
ho had given thanks, he gave it to 
them; and they all drank of it. 

23 And he said unto them, This ir 
in remembrance of my blood whiot 
is shed for many, and the new testa 
ment which I give unto you ; for of 
me, ye shall hear record unto all th« 
world. 

24 And as oft as ye do this ordi 
nance, ye will remember me in this 
hour that I was with yon, and drank 
with you of this enp, even the lapt 
time in my ministry. 

25 Verily I say unto you, Of this ye 
shall bear reoord; for I will no more 
drink of the fruit of the vine with 
you, until that day that I drink it 
new in tho kingdom of God. 

26 And now they were grieved, and 
wept over him. 

27 And when they had sung a hymn, 
they went out into the mount of 
01ivc9. 

28 And Jesus said unto them, All 
yo shall be offended because of me 
this night: for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd and the sheep shall 
bo scattered. 

29 But after that I am risen, I will 
go before you unto Galilee. 

30 And he soidunto Judas Iscariot, 
What thou doost, do quickly; but be¬ 
ware of innooeut blood. 

31 Nevertheless, Judas iBcariot, even 
ono of the twelve, went unto the ohief 
priests to betray Jesus unto them; 
for he turned away from him, and was 
offended because of his words. 

32 And when the chief nricste beard 
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of him they wore glad, and promised 
to give him money ; and he sought 
how he might conveniently betray 
Jsbub. 

33 But Peter said unto Jesus, Al¬ 
though all men shall be offended with 
thee, yet I will nevor be offended. 

34 And JeBussaid unto him, Verily 
I say unto thee, That this day, oven 
in this night, before the cook orow 
twioe, thon shalt deny me thrice. 

35 But he spake the more vehe¬ 
mently, If I should die with thee, 
yol will I not deny thee in any wiBe. 
Likewise also said they all. 

36 And they came to a placo which 
was named Gothsemane, which was a 
garden; and the disoiples began to 
bo sore amazed, and to do very heavy, 
and to oomplain in thoir hearts, won- 
doring if this be the Messiah. 

37 And Josua knowing thoir hearts, 
said to his disciples. Sit you hero, 
while I shall pray. 

38 And he taketh with him, Petor, 
and James, and John, and rebuked 
them, and said unto them, My soul 
is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death; tarry ye here andwatoh. 

39 And he went forward a little, and 
fell on tho ground, and prayed, that 
if it wero possible the hour might 
pass from him, 

40 And ho said, Abba, father, all 
things are poBsihle unto thee ; take 
away this cup from me; neverthe¬ 
less, not my will, but thine be done. 

41 And ho oometh and findeth thorn 
slocping, and said unto Peter, Simon, 
slecpest thou? Couldest not thou 
watch one hour ? 

42 Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. 

43 And thoy said unto him, The spirit 
truly is ready, but the flesh is weak. 

44 And again he wont away and 
prnryed, and npuko tho same words. 

45 And when ho roturnod, ho found 
them asleep again, for thoir eyes wore 
heavy; neither knew thoy what to 
answer him. 

40 And ho oometh to them tho third 
lime, and said unto them, Sleep on 
now and luko rest; it is enough, the 
hourisoomo; behold, tho Son of Mau 
is betrayed into tho hands of Binnors. 

47 And after they had finished thoir 
Bleep, he said, Rise up, let us go; lo, 
he who betrayeth me is at hand. 


48 And immediately while he yet 
spake, coineth Judas, ouo of the 
twelve, and with him a great multi¬ 
tude, with swords and staves, from 
the ohief priests, and the scribes and 
the elders. 

49 And he who betrayed him, had 
given them a token, saying, Whomso¬ 
ever I shall kiss, that same is he ; take 
him, and load him away safely. 

50 And as soon as ho was come, he 
goeth straightway to him, and said, 
Master, Master, and kissed him. 

51 And they laid their hands on 
him, and took him. 

52 And one of them, who stood by, 
drew hie sword, and smote a servant 
of tho bigh priest, and cut off hie 
ear. 

53 But Jesus commanded him to 
return his sword, saying, He who 
taketh tho sword shall perish with 
the sword. And he put forth his 
finger and healed tho servant of the 
high priest. 

54 And Jesns answered and said 
unto them, Are yo come out as 
against a thief, with swords and 
BtavoB to tako mo? 

55 I was daily with you in the 
temple teaching, and ye took me 
not; but the scriptures must be ful¬ 
filled. 

56 And the disciples, when they 
heard this saying, all forsook him 
and fled. 

57 And there followed him a certain 
yonng man, a disciple, having a linen 
cloth cast about his naked body; and 
tho young mon laid hold od him, and 
he loft tho linen olotb and fled from 
them naked, and savod himself out 
of thoir hands. 

58 And thoy led Jesus away to the 
high priest, and with him wore as¬ 
sembled all the ohief priests, and the 
oldors, and the scrihos. 

59 And Poter followed him afar off, 
even unto tho palace of the high 
priost; and ho sat with the servants, 
and warmed himself at tho fire. 

60 And the ohief priests and all tho 
council sought for witness against 
Jesus, to put him to death, but found 
none; 

61 Though many hare false wilnoss 
against him, yet thoir witness agreed 
□ ot together. 

62 And there aroBo oerlain men u<i 
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bare false witness against him, say¬ 
ing, Wo heard him say, I will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, 
and within thrco days I will build 
another mnde without hands; 

63 Cut neither did their witness 
agree togethor. 

64 And the high priest stood up in 
the mid9t, and asked Jcbub, saying, 

65 AnswereBt thou nothing ? Know- 
est thou not what these witness i 
against thee? 

66 But he held his peace, and an¬ 
swered nothing. 

67 Again the high priest asked him 
and said unto him, Art thou the 
Christ, the Son of the Blessed ? 

68 And Josus said, I am; and ye 
shall see the Son of Man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and coming 
in the olouds of heaven. 

69 Then the high priest rent his 
olothos and said, What need we any 
further witness ? Ye have heard the 
blasphemy; what think ye? 

70 And they all condemned him to 
bo guilty of death. 

71 And some began to spit on him, 
and to cover his face, and to buffet 
him, and to say unto him, Prophecy; 

72 And the servants did strike him 
with the palms of their hands. 

73 And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there cometh one of the maids 
of the high priest, 

74 And when she saw Peter warm¬ 
ing himself, she looked upon him and 
said, Thou also wast with Jesus of 
Nazareth. 

75 But ho denied, saying, I know 
not, neither understand I what thou 
sayest. 

76 And he went out into the porch; 
and the cook crew. 

77 And a maid saw him again, and 
hegan to say to them who stood by, 
This is one of thorn. 

78 And ho donied again. 

79 And a little after, they who stood 
by, said again to Peter, Surely thou 
art one of them ; for thou art a Gali¬ 
lean, thy speeoh agroeth thereto. But 
he began to curse and to swear, say¬ 
ing, I know not this man of whom ye 
ipeak- 

80 And tho second time the oook 
a row; 

81 And Peter oalled to mind the 
words whiob Jesus said unto him, Be¬ 


fore the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. 

82 And he went out, and fell upon 
his face, and wept bitterly. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Chrisft trial, crucifcriun. and burial. 

A ND straightway in the morning, 
the chief priests held a consulta¬ 
tion with Lbe elders and scribes; 

2 And the whole council condemned 
him, and bound him, and carried him 
away, and delivered him to Pilate. 

3 And Pilate asked him, Art thca 
the King of the Jews? 

4 And Jesus answering, said unto 
him, I am, even as thou sayest. 

5 And the chief priests accused him 
of many things; but he answered 
nothing. 

6 And Pilate asked him again. say¬ 
ing, Answerest thou nothing? Be¬ 
hold how many things they witness 
against thee. 

7 But Jesus yet answered nothing; 
so that Pilate marvelled. 

8 Now it was common at the feast, 
for- Pilate to release unto them one 
prisoner, whomsoever they desired. 

9 And there was a man named 
Barabbas, bound with them who had 
made insurrection with him, who had 
committed murder in the insurrec¬ 
tion. 

10 And the multitude, crying aloud, 
began to desire him to deliver Jesus 
unto them. 

11 But Pilate answered unto them, 
saying, Will ye that I release unto 
you the King of the Jews ? 

12 For ho knew that the chief priests 
had delivered him for envy. 

13 But the chief priests moved the 
poople that he should rather release 
Barabbas unto them, as he had be¬ 
fore done unto them. 

14 And Pilate spake again and said 
unto them, What will ye then that I 
shall do with him whom ye call the 
King of tho Jews ? 

15 And thoy cried out again, Deliver 
him unto us to bo crucified. Away 
with him. Crucify him. 

16 Then Pilate said unto them, Why, 
what ovil hath ho done? 

17 But they cried out the more ei- 
oeodingly, Crucify him. 

18 And now Pilate, willing to oon- 
tent tho people, retoased Barabbas 
unto tbom, and delivered Jesus, when 
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be had soourged him, to be oruoified. 

19 And the soldiors led him away 
Into the hall, called Preetorium; and 
they cntled together the whole band ; 

20 And they clothed him with pur¬ 
ple, and platted a crown of thorns 
and put it upon his head; 

21 And began to salute him, saying, 
Ilail, King of the Jews. 

22 And they smote him on the head 
with a reed, and did spit upon him, 
and bowing their knees worshippod 
him. 

23 And when they had mocked him, 
they took off tho purple from him, 
and put fa is own clothes on him, and 
led him out to crucify him. 

24 And they oompollod one Simon, a 
Cyrenian, wh” passed by, coming out 
of tho oountry, tho father of Alex¬ 
ander and Rufus, to bear his cross. 

25 And they bring bim unto the 
placccallod Golgotha, which is, (being 
interpreted,) The place of a burial. 

26 And they gavo him to drink, 
vinegar minglod with gall; and when 
bo had tasted the vinogar, ho would 
not drink. 

27 And wheu thoy had crucified 
him, thoy parted his garments, oust¬ 
ing lots upon them, what every man 
should take. 

28 And it was tho third hour, when 
thoy crucifiod him. 

29 And Pilate wrote his accusation 
and put it upon the cross, TIIE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

30 There woro certain of tho chief 
riests who stood by, that said unto 
ilate, Write, that be said, I am tho 

King of tho Jews. 

31 But Pilate said unto them, What 
I have writton, I have written. 

32 And with him they crucifiod two 
thiovos, the one on his right hand, 
the other on his left. 

33 And the scripture was fulfilled 
which said, And ho was numbered 
with tho transgressors. 

34 And they who passed by railed 
on him, wagging tnoir heads, and 
saying, Ah, thou who dostroyest the 
temple and bulkiest it in Ihroo days, 
save thyself, and oomo down from 
the cross. 

35 Likewise also, tho chief priests 
mocking, said among thomselvos with 
tho scriboB, Ho savod others; himself 
he cannot save. 


65 

36 Let Christ, the King :f Israel, 
descend now from tho cross, that we 
may see and believe. 

37 And one of them who was cruci¬ 
fied with him, reviled him also, say¬ 
ing, If thou art the Christ, save thy¬ 
self and us. 

38 And when the sixth hour was 
oome, there was darkness ovor the 
whole l&ud, until the ninth hour. 

39 And at the ninth hour, Jesus 
cried with & loud voice, saying, Eloi, 
Eloi, lama eabachthani ? whioh is, 
(being interpreted,) My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me? 

40 And some of them who stood by, 
when they heard him, said, Behold, 
ho oalleth Elias. 

41 And one ran and filled a sponge 
full of vinegar, and put it on a reed 
and gave him to drink; others spake, 
saying, Let him alone; let us see 
whether Elias will oome to take him 
down. 

42 And Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, and gave up the ghost. 

43 And the vail of the temple was 
rent in twain, from the top to the 
bottom. 

44 And when the centurion who 
stood over against him, saw that he 
so cried out and gave up the ghost, 
he said, Truly, this man ifi the Son 
of God. 

45 There were also women looking 
on afar off, among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, aod Mary the mother of 
James tho youngor, and of Joses, 
and Salomo; who also when he was 
in Galileo, followed him and minis¬ 
tered unto him; and many other 
women who came with him unto Je¬ 
rusalem. 

46 And now, when the even was 
como; because it was the preparation 
day, that is the day before the Sab¬ 
bath, 

47 JoBoph of Arimathca, an honour¬ 
able counsellor, who also waited for 
the kingdom of God, oame and went 
in boldly unto Pilate, and oraved the 
body of Josus. And Pilate marvelled, 
and aBkcd him if ho were already 
dead. 

48 And calling tho oenturion, he 
asked him, If ho had boon any while 
dead ? 

49 And when bo knew it of the 
oenturion, h« gave tho body to Joseph

oO And Joseph bought fine linen, 
and took him down, and wrapped 
him in Iho linen, and laid him in a 
eopulchre which was hewn out of a 
rook, and rolled a stono unto the door 
of the sepulchre. 

61 And Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
the mother of Joses, beheld where he 
was laid. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

ChriiPt raurredion— The great oommusim \ 
given. 

ND when the Sabhath was pass¬ 
ed, Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
tho mother of James and Salome, 
bought sweot spices, that they might 
come and anoint him. 

2 And very early in the morning, 
the first day of the week, they earno 
unto the scpulohrc at the rising of the 
sun; and they said among themselves, 
Who shall roll us away tho stone from 
the door of the sepulchre ? 

3 But when they looked, Lhey saw 
that the stono was rolled away, (for 
it was very great,) and two angels 
sitting thereon, clothed in long white 
garments; and they wore affrighted. 

4 But the angels said unto them, Be 
not affrighted; ye seek Jesus of Na- 
sareth, who was cruoified ; he is risen; 
he is not here ; behold the place where 
they laid him ; 

5 And go your way, toll his dlsciploa 
and Peter, thnt he goeth before you 
into Galilee; thero shall you see him 
as he said unto you. 

6 And they, entering into the sepul- 
ohre, saw the place whore they laid 
Jesus. 

7 And they went out quiokly, and 
fled from the sepulchre; for they 
trembled and were amazed; neither 
said they anything to any man, for 
they wore afraid. 

8 Now whon Jesus was risen, early 


on the first day of tho week, he n.p 
peared first to Mary Magdalene, nui 
of whom he had cast seven dovils; 

9 And she went and told them who 
had been with him, as they mourned 
and wept 

10 And they, when they heard that 
he was alive, and had been seen of 
her, believed not. 

11 After that, he appeared in another 
form unto two of them, as they walk¬ 
ed and went into the country; 

12 And they went and told it unto 
tho residue; neither believed thej 
them. 

13 Afterward he appeared unto the 
eleven as they sat at meat, and up- 
hraided them with their unbelief, and 
hardness of heart, beoause they be¬ 
lieved not them who had seen him 
after he was risen. 

14 And he said unto them, Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. 

15 He thatbelieveth and is haptized, 
shall he saved; but ho that bclievetb 
ndt, shall he damned. 

16 And these signs shall follow them 
that believe; 

17 In my najne shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; 

18 They shall take up serpents ; and 
if they drink any deadly thing, it 
shall not hurt them ; 

j 19 They shall lay hands on the sick, 
and they shall recover. 

20 So then, after the Lord had spo¬ 
ken unto them, he was received up 
into heaven, and sat on the right hand 
of God. 

21 And they went forth and preach¬ 
ed everywhere, the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word 
with signs following. Amen.

5 There was in the days of Herod, 
king of Judea, a certain priest nuinod 
Zuoharias, of Ibo course of Abia; aud 
his wife being of the daughters of 
Aaron, and her name Elizabeth, 

6 Wore both righteous before God, 
walking in all the commandinonts and 
ordinances of the Lord blameless; 

7 And they had no child. Elizabeth 
was barren, and they were both well 
stricken in years. 

8 And while he executed the priest's 
office before God, iu tho order of his 
priesthood, 

9 According to the law, (his lot was 
to burn inconeo when ho went into 
the tetuple of the Lord,) 

10 The whole multitude of thepeoplo 
were praying without at tho time of 
incense. 

11 And (here appeared unto him an 
angel of the Lord, standing ou the 
right sido of the altar of incense. 

12 And when Zaoharias saw tho 
angel, ho was troubled and fear fell 
upon him. 

13 But the angol said unto him, Fear 
not, Znchariae, for thy prayer is 
hoard, and thy wife Elizabeth Bhall 
bear theo a son, and thou shalt call 
his name John. 

14 Thou shalt have joy and glad¬ 
ness, and many shall rejoice at his 
birth ; 

16 For he shall be groat in the sight 
of tho Lord, and shall drink neither 
wine nor strong drink ; and he shall 
bo filled with the Uoly Ghost, even 
from hie mother’s womb. 

16 And many of tho children of 
Israel shall ho turn (o the Lord their 
God; 

17 And he shall go heforo the Lord 
in the spiril and power of Elias, to 
Lum tho hearts of the fathers to the 
ohildren, aud the disobedient to the 
wisdom cf tho just, to make ready a 
people piepared for the Lord. 

IB And Zocharias said unto tho 
angel, Whoreby Bhall I know this? 
for I am an old man, and my wife is 
woll striokou in years. 

19 And the angol aneworing, said 
unto him, I am Gabriel, who stand 
in tho proBoDoe of God, and am sent to 
speak unto thee, and to show you 
llieso glad tidingB. 
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20 And behold, thou slialt bo dumb, 
and not ublc to speak until the day 
that these things shall be performed, 
because thou believeat not my words 
which Bhall be fulfilled in their sea¬ 
son. 

21 And the poople waited for Za 
oharins, and marvelled that he tar¬ 
ried so long iu the temple. 

22 And when he came out, he could 
| not speak unto thorn; and they per¬ 
ceived that he had seen a vision in 
the temple; for ho beokoned unto 
them, and remained speechless. 

23 And as soon as the days of his 
ministration were accomplished, he 
departed to his own bouse. 

24 And after those day9, his wife 
Elizabeth conooivod, and hid herself 
fivo months, saying, 

25 Thus hath the Lord dealt with 
me in the days wherein he looked on 
me, to take away my reproach from 
among men. 

26 And in the sixth month tho an¬ 
gel Gabriel was sent from God, unto 
a oity of Galilee, named Nazareth, 

27 To a virgin, espoused to a man 
whose name was Joseph, of tho house 
of David ; nod the virgin'B name was 
Mary. 

28 And tho angel oame in unto her, 
and said, Hail, thou virgin, who Art 
highly favoured of the Lord. The 
Lord is with thee, for thou artohoBen 
and blessed among women. 

29 And whon she baw the angel, she 
was troublod at his saying, and 
pondered in her mind what manner 
of salutation this should be. 

30 And the angel said unto hor, 
Fear not, Mary, for thou hast found 
favour with God. 

31 And bohold, thou ehalt conceive, 
and bring forth a sou, and shall call 
his naino Jesus. 

32 He shall be great, and shall l>e 
oalled the Son of the Highest; and 
the Lord God shall givo unto him the 
throne of bis father David; 

33 And he shall reign over the bouse 
of Jacob forever, and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end. 

34 Then said Mary unto the angel; 
How can thiB be ? 

35 And the angel answered and said 
onto her, Of the Holy GhoBt, and the 
power of the Highest. Therefore 
also, that holy child that shall he 
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boro of thee shall be called the Son 
of God. 

36 And behold, thy conain Eliza¬ 
beth, she hath also conceived a son, 
in her old age; and this ie the sixth 
month with her who is called barren. 

37 For with Qod nothing can be 
impossible. 

38 And Mary said, Behold the hand¬ 
maid of the Lord; be it onto me ac¬ 
cording to thy word. And the angel 
departed from her. 

39 And in those days, Mary went 
into the hill oonntry with haste, into 
a city of Jndea, 

40 And entered into the house of 
Zacharias, and saluted Elizabeth. 

41 And it oame to pass, that when 
Elizabeth heard the salutation of 
Mary, the babe leaped in her womb. 

42 And Elizabeth was filled with 
tho Holy Ghost, and she spake out 
with a loud voice and said, Blossed 
art thou among women, and blessed 
is the fruit of thy womb. 

43 And why is it, that this blessing 
is upon me, that the mother of my 
Lora should oomo to me? For lo, as 
loon as the voice of thy salutation 
sounded in mine ears, the babe leaped 
in my womb for joy. 

44 And blessed art thou who be¬ 
lieved, for those things whioh were 
told thee by the angel of the Lord, 
shall be fulfilled. 

45 And Mary said, My soul doth 
magnify the Lord, 

46 And my spirit rejoioeth in God 
my Saviour. 

47 For he hath regarded the low 
estate of his handmaiden ; for bo- 
hold, from henceforth all generations 
shall call mo blessed. 

48 For ho who is mighty hath done 
to me great things; and I will mag¬ 
nify his holy name, 

49 For his rnoroy on those who fear 
him from generation to generation. 

50 lie hath showed strength with 
his arm; he hath eoatterod the proud 
in the imagination of their hoarts. 

51 lie hath put down the mighty 
from their high scats; and exalted 
them of low dogree. 

52 He hath filled the hungry with 
good things; but the rich he hath 
•ent empty away. 

53 He hath helped his servant 
Israel in remembranoe of mercy, 


54 As he spake to our fathers, to 
Abraham, and to his seed forever. 

55 And Mary abode with Elizabeth 
about three months, and returned to 
her own house. 

56 And now Elizabeth's full time 
came that she should be delivered; 
and she brought forth a son. 

57 And her neighbours, and her 
cousins heard how the Lord had 
Bhowed great mercy unto her; and 
they rejoiced with her. 

5S And it came to pass, that on tho 
eighth day they came to circumcise 
the child; and they cnllod him Za¬ 
charias, after the name of his father. 

59 And his mother answered and 
said, Not so; but he shall he called 
John. 

60 And they said unto her, There 
is none of thy kindred that is called 
by this name. 

61 And they made signs to his fa 
ther, and asked him how ho would 
have him called. 

62 And he asked for a writing table, 
and wrote, saying, Ilia name is John, 
and they all marvelled. 

63 And his mouth was opened im 
mediately, and he spake with his 
toDgue, and praised God. 

64 And fear came on all who dwelt 
round about them. And all these 
sayings were noised abroad through 
out all the hill country of Judea. 

65 And all they who heard them laid 
them up in their hearts, saying, What 
manner of ohild shall this be? And 
tho hand of the Lord was with it. 

66 And its father Zaeharias was 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and pro¬ 
phesied, saying, 

67 Blessed bo the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael; for he hath visited and re¬ 
deemed his people, 

68 And hath raised up an horn 
of salvation for us, in the house of 
his servant David, 

69 As he spake hy the mouth of 
his holy prophets, ever sinoe the 
world began, 

70 That wo should be saved from 
our enemies, and from the hand of 
all them who hate us; 

71 To perform the meroy promised 
to our fathers, and to remember hie 
holy covenant ; 

72 The oath whioh he sware to our 
father Abraham, 
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73 That ho would grant unto ns, 
that we, being delivered out of the 
hands of our enemies, might serve 
him without fear, 

74 In holiness and righteousness 
before him, all the days of our lives. 

75 And thou, child, shalt he called 
the prophet of the Highest, for thou 
eh lit go before tbo face of the Lord 
lo prepare his ways, 

7o To give knowledge of salvation 
unto his people, by baptism for the 
remission of their sins, 

77 Through the tender mercy of our 
flod ; whereby the day-spring from 
on high hath visited us, 

78 To give light to them who sit in 
darkness and tbo Bhadow of death; 
to guide our ftut into tho way of poaoe. 

79 And tho child grew, and waxed 
strong in spirit, and was in the de¬ 
serts until tho day of his showing unto 
Israel. 

CIIAPTKR II. 

Mirth of Ctimt—The Shepherds? visum — 
^iTTWon and Anna prophesy. 

ND it came to pass in those days, 
that there went out a decree 
from Cuisar Augustus, that all his 
empire should be taxed. 

2 ThiB same taxing was whon 
Cyronius was govornor of Syria. 

3 And all went to be taxed, every 
oue in his own city. 

4 And Joeoph also went up from 
Galileo, out of the city of Nazareth, 
into Judea, unto the oity of David, 
which is called Bethlehem ; (beoause 
ho was of the house and lineago of 
David,) 

6 To be taxed, with Mary his 
espoused wife, she being great with 
child. 

0 And so it was, that while they 
wore there, the days were accom¬ 
plished that Bhe should be delivered. 

7 And she brought forth her first¬ 
born son, and wrapped him in swad¬ 
dling olothes, and laid him in a 
manger, because there was none to 
give room for thorn in the inns. 

8 And there wore in the same 
country, shepherds abiding in the 
field, keeping watoh over their flooks 
by night. 

9 And lo, an angel of the Lord ap¬ 
peared unto them, and the glory of 
tho Lord shone round about them; 
and they were sore afraid. 
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10 But the angel said unto them. 
Fear not, for behold, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which shall 
he to all people. 

11 For unto you is born this day, in 
the oity of David, a Saviour, who is 
Christ the Lord. 

12 And this is tho way you shall 
find the babe, ho is wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, and is lying in a 
manger. 

13 And suddenly there was with the 
angel, a multitude of the heavenly 
host, praising God, and saying, 

14 Glory to God in the highest; and 
on earth, peace; good will to men. 

15 And it came to pass, when the 
angels were gone away from them 
into heaven, the shepherds said one 
to another, Lot us now go, oven unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing whioh 
is come to pass, which tho Lord has 
made known unto us. 

10 And they came with haste, and 
found Mary and Josoph, and the babe 
lying in a manger. 

17 And when they had seen, thoy 
made known abroad the saying whioh 
was told thorn concerning this child. 

18 All they who heard it, wondered 
at thoso things which wore told them 
by tho shepherds; 

19 But Mary kept all these things 
and pondered them in her hoart. 

20 And the shepherds returned, 
glorifying and praising God for all 
the things whioh they had heard and 
seen, as they were manifested unto 
them. 

21 And when eight days were ac¬ 
complished for the oiroumoising of 
the child, hie name was oalled Jobub; 
whioh was so named of the angel, be¬ 
fore ho was conceived. 

22 And whon the days of her puri¬ 
fication, aooording to the law of 
Moses, were accomplished; they 
brought him to Jerusalem, to present 
him to the Lord ; 

23 As it is written in the law of the 
Lord, Every male whioh openeth the 
womb shall be oalled holy to the 
Lord; 

24 And to offer a saorifice according 
to that whioh is written in the law of 
tho Lord, A pair of turtle doves, or 
two young pigeons. 

25 And behold, there was a man at 
Jerusalem, whose name was Simaoa; 
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&nd the same man was just and de¬ 
vout, waiting for the consolation of 
Israel; and the Holy GhoBt was upon 
him. 

26 And it was revealed unto him by 
the Holy Ghost, that he should not 
see death before he had aeon the 
Lord’s Chriat. 

27 And he came by the Spirit into 
the temple; and when the parents 
brought in the ohild, even Jesus, to 
do for him after the custom of the 
law, 

2B Then took he him up in his arms, 
and blessed God, and said, 

29 Lord, now lettest thy servant de¬ 
part in peace, according to thy word; 

30 For mine eyes have seen thy sal¬ 
vation, 

31 Which thou hast prepared before 
the face of all people; 

32 A light to lighten the Gentiles, 
and the glory of thy people Israel. 

33 And Joseph, and Mary, marvelled 
at those things whioh were spoken of 
the child. 

34 And Simeon blessed them, and 
said unto Mary, Behold, this child is 
sot for the fall and rising again of 
many in Israel; and for a sign which 
shall be spoken against; 

35 Yea, a spear shall pierce through 
him to the wounding of thino own 
soul also; that the thoughts of many 
hearts may be revealed. 

36 And there was one Anna, a 
prophetess, the daughter of Phanuel, 
of the tribe of Asher. She was of 
great age, and had lived with a 
husband only seven years, whom she 
married in ber youth, 

37 And she lived a widow about 
fourscore and four years, who de¬ 
parted not from the temple, but served 
God with fastings and prayer, night 
aud day. 

38 Aud she, coming in that instant, 
gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, 
and spake of him, to all those who 
looked for redemption in Jerusalem. 

39 And when they had performed 
all things aocording to the law of the 
Lord, they returned into Galilee to 
their own city, Nazareth. 

40 And the ohild grew, and waxed 
strong in spirit, being filled with wis¬ 
dom, and the grace of God was upon 
him. 

41 Now bis parents went to Jerusa¬ 


lem every year, at the feast of the 
pasaover. 

42 And when he was twelve years 
old, they went up to Jerusalem, after 
the custom, to the feast. 

43 And when thoy had fulfilled the 
days, as they returned, the child 
Jesus tarried behind, in Jerusalem ; 
and Joseph and bis mother knew not 
that he tarried ; 

44 But they, supposing him to have 
been in the company, went a lay's 
journey; and they sought him 
among his kindred and acquaintance 

45 And when they found him not, 
they turned back again to Jerusalem, 
seeking him. 

46 And it came to pass, after three 
days they found him in the temple, 
sitting in tho midst of the doctors, and 
they were hearing him, and asking 
him questions. 

47 And all who heard him were 
astonished at his understanding, and 
answers. 

43 And when his parents saw him. 
they were amazed; and his mother 
said unto him, Son. why hast tbou thus 
dealt with us? Bohold, thy father 
and I have sought thee sorrowing. 

49 And he said unto them, Why is 
it that ye sought me? Know ye not 
that I muBt be about my Father’s 
business ? 

50 And they understood not the 
saying which he spake onto them. 

61 And he went down with them, 
and came to Nazareth, and was sub- 
jeot unto them. And his mother 
kept all these sayings in her heart. 

52 And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favour with God 
and man. 

CHAPTER III. 

Stacking of John concert ring Christ—John

Christ—Genealogy of Christ. 

N OW in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Tiberius Creear, Pontius 
Pilate being governor of Judea, and 
Herod being tetrarch of Galilee, ami 
his brother Philip tetrarch of Iturea 
and of the region of Trachonitis, and 
Lyeanias the tetrarch of Abileno;

5 And tho Spirit taketh him up into 
a high mountain, and he beheld all 
the kingdoms of tho world, in a mo¬ 
ment of time. 

0 And the devil came unto him, ami 
said onto him, All this power will 1 
give unto thee, and the glory of them; 
for they are delivered unto me, and 
to whomsoever I will, I give them. 

7 If thou therefore, wilt worship me, 
all shall he Chine. 

8 Jesns answered and said unto 
him, Get thoe behind mo, Satan ; for 
it is written, Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only shalt 
thou serve. 

9 And the Spirit brought him to 
Jerusalem, and set him on a pinnacle 
of the temple. And the devil came 
unto him, and said unto him. If thou 
bo the Son of God, cast thyself down 
from honoe; 

10 For it is written, Ho shall give 
his angels oharge over thee, to keep 
thee; and in his hands they shall 
bear thee np, lest at any time thou 
dash thy foot against a stone. 

11 And Jesns answering, said unto 
him, It is written, Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God. 

12 And when the devil had ended 
all the tomptntinii, he departed from 
him for a season. 

13 And Jesus returned in tho power 
of tho Spirit, into Galilee. 

14 Ana there went out a fame o< 
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Aim through all the region ronnd 
about; 

15 Ami he taught in their syna¬ 
gogues, being glorified of all who he- 
lievod on his name. 

10 And he oame to Nazareth, where 
he had been brought up; and as his 
custom was he went into the syna¬ 
gogue on the Sabbath day, and stood 
op to read. 

17 And there was delivered unto 
him, the book of the prophet Esaias. 
And when he had opened the hook, 
he found the place where it was writ¬ 
ten, 

18 The Spirit of the Lord is npon 
me, because he hath anointed me to 

reach the gospel to the poor, he 
ath sent me to heal the hroken- 
heartod, to preach doliveranoe to the 
aaptivos, and the recovering of sight 
to tho blind; to set at liherty them 
who are hruised; 

19 To preach the acceptable year of 
the Lord. 

20 And he closed the book, and he 
gave it again to the minister, and be 
sat down. 

21 And the eyes of all those who 
were in the synagogue, were fastened 
on him. And he began to say onto 
them, This day is this scripture ful¬ 
filled in your ears. 

22 And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the gracious words whioh 
proceeded out of hia mouth. And 
they said, Is not this Joseph’s son 7 

23 Aud he said unto them, Yo will 
surely say unto ine this proverb, 
Physician, heal thyself. Whatsoever 
we havo hennl tv:is done in Caper¬ 
naum, do also hero in thy oountry. 

24 And be said, Verily I say unto 
you, No prophet ia aooepted in his 
own country. 

26 But I tell you the truth, many 
widows were in Israel in the days of 
Elias, whon tho hoaven was shut up 
three years and six months, and 
great famine wan throughout all the 
land ; 

20 But unto none of them waa Elias 
sent, saro unto Sarepta, of Sidon, 
unto a woman who waa a widow. 

27 And many lop ora wero id laracl. 
In the lime of ElisouB tho propbot; 
and none of them wore oloansod, save 
Naaman tho Syrian. 

28 Aud all thoy in the synagogue, 


when they heard these things, were 
filled with wrath, 

29 And rose rp, and thrust him out 
of the city, and led him unto the 
hrow of the hill, whereon the city was 
built, that they might cast him down 
headlong. 

30 But he, passing through the 
midst of them, went Da way, 

31 And came down to Capernaum, 
a city of Galilee, and taught them on 
the Sahhath day. 

32 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine; for his words were with 
power. 

33 And in the synagogue there was 
a man who had a spirit of an unclean 
devil, and he cried out with a loud 
voice, 

34 Saying, Let ns alone; whAt have 
we to do with theo, Jesus of Naza 
reth ? Art thou oome to destroy us ? 
I know thee, who thou art, The lloly 
One of God. 

35 Jesus rehuhed him, saying, Hold 
thy peace, and come out of him. 
And when tho devil had thrown him 
in the midst, be oame out of him, and 
hart him not. 

36 And they were all amazed, and 
spake among themsolves, saying, 
What a word is this! for with autho¬ 
rity and power he oommandeth the 
unolean Bpirits, and they come out. 

37 And tho fame of him went out in 
every place round about. 

38 And ho arose, and went out of 
the synagogue, and entered into 
Simon’s house. And Simon’s wifo's 
mother was taken with a great fever; 
and thoy besought him for her, to 
heal her. 

39 And he stood over her, and re¬ 
buked the fovor, and it left her; and 
immediately she arose, and minis¬ 
tered unto them. 

40 Now, when tho sun was setting, 
all thoy who had any sick, with 
divers diseases, hrought them unto 
him, and he laid his hands on every 
one of them, and healed them. 

41 And devils also oame out of 
many, crying out, and saying, Thou 
art Christ, the Son of God. And he, 
rebuking thorn, suffered them not to 
speak; for they knew that he waa 
Christ. 

42 And when it was day, he depart¬ 
ed and wont Into a solitary place; 
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and the people sought him, and came 
unto him, and desired him that he 
should not depart from them. 

43 But he said unto them, I must 
preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities also, for thoreforc am I sent. 

44 And he preached in the syna¬ 
gogues of Galilee. 

CHAPTER V. 

Great draught of As he*—Calling of Pdrr, 
James , John, and Levi—Christ healcth the 
palsy—Parable of new wine, and old 
bottles. 

A ND it came to pass, as tho people 
pressed upon him, to hear the 
word of God, he stood by the lake of 
Gennesaret, 

2 And saw two ships standing on 
tho lake; hut the fisherman were gone 
out of them, and were wetting their 
nets. 

3 And he entered into one of the 
ships, which was Simon's, and prayed 
him that he would thrust out a little 
from the land. And he sat down, 
and taught the people out of the ship. 

4 Now, when he had done speaking, 
he said to S<mon, Launch out into the 
deep, and let down your net for a 
draught. 

5 And Simon answering, said onto 
him, Master, we have toiled all the 
night, and have taken nothing; never¬ 
theless, at thy word I will let down 
the net. 

6 And when they had done this, they 
enclosed a great multitude of fishes; 
and their net hrabo. 

7 And they heokoned unto their 
partners, who were in the other ships, 
that they should come and help them. 
And they came and filled both the 
ships, so that they hegan to sink. 

8 When Simon Peter saw the multi¬ 


tude of fishes, he fell down at Jesus’ 
knees, saying, Depart from tne; for I 
am a sinful man, 0 Lord. 

9 For ho was astonished, and nil 
who were with him, at the draught 
of the fishes which they had taken. 

10 And so were also James, and 
John, the sons of Zebcdoo, who wore 
partners with Simon. And Jesus 
said unto Simon, Fear not from 
henoeforth, for thou shalt catch men. 

11 And when they bad brought their 
ships to land, they forsook all, and 
followed him. 


12 And it came to pass, when he 
was in a oertain city, uohold, a man, 


full of leprosy, who, seeing Jesus, 
fell on his face, and hesought him, 
saying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canal 
make me clean. 

13 And ho put forth his hand and 
touched him, saying, I will ; he thou 
clean. And immediately the leprosy 
departed from him. 

14 And he chargod him to fell no 
man; hut said unto him, Oo and 
show thyself to the priests, and offer 
for thy cleansing, according as Mosrs 
commended, for a testimony untc 
them. 

15 But so much the more went there 
a fame ahroad of him; and great 
multitudes came together to hear, 
and to he healed by him of their in¬ 
firmities. 

16 And he withdrew himself into 
the wilderness, and prayed. 

17 And it came to pass on a certain 
day, as he was tcacning, that there 
were Pharisees and doctors of the 
law sitting by, who were come out of 
every town of Galilee, and Judea, 
and Jerusalem. And the power of 
the Lord was present to heal them. 

18 And behold, men brought in a 
bed, a man who was taken with h 
palsy; and they sought to bring him 
in, and to lay him before Jesus. 

19 And when they found that they 
could not bring him in for the multi 
tude, they went upon the hou9c-lop. 
and let him down through the tiling, 
with hia couch, into the midst, before 
Jesus. 

20 Now he saw their faith, aod said 
unto the man, Thy sins are forgiven 
thee. 

21 And the scribes and Pharisees 
began to reason, saying. Who is this 
that speakoth blasphemies ? Who can 
forgive sins but God alone? 

22 But Jc9u9 perceived their 
thoughts, and he said unto then), 
What reason yo in your hearts ? 

23 Does it requiro more power lo 
forgive sins than to make the sick 
rise up and walk ? 

24 But, that ye may know that the 
Son of Man hath power upon earfti 
to forgive sins, I eaid it. And he 
said unto tbc sick of the palsy, 1 say 
unto thee, Arise, and lake up thy 
couch, and go unto thy house. 

25 And immediately he rose up l>e 
fore them, and took un that whereor

he lay, and departed to hto own house, 
glorifying God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and 
they glorified God, and were filled 
with fear, saying, We have seen 
strange thingB to-day. 

27 And after those things he went 
forth, and saw a publican, named 
Levi, Bitting at the plaoe whore thoy 
rooeived custom; and ho Baid unto 
him, Follow me. 

28 And he left all, rose up, and fol¬ 
lowed him. 

20 And Leri made him a groat feast, 
In his own houee; and there was a 
great company of publicanB, and of 
othere, who eat down with them. 

30 But tho scribes and Pharisees 
marmured against his disciples, say¬ 
ing, Why do yo eat and drink with 
publicans and Biuncrs? 

31 Jesus answering, said unto thorn, 
Thoy that are whole need not a phy¬ 
sician ; but they that are eick. 

32 I camo not to call Lho righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 

33 And they said unto him, Why 
Jo the disoiples of John fast often, 
and make prayers, and likowiso tho 
disciples of the Pharisees ; but thino 
eat and drink ? 

34 And ho said unto them, Can ye 
make the ohildren of the bride-cham¬ 
ber fast while lho bridegroom is with 
them ? 

35 But the days will come when the 
bridegroom shall betaken away from 
them; and then shall thoy fast in 
those days. 

36 And ho spake also a parable 
unto them, Buying, No man putleth 
a piece of now cloth upon an old gar¬ 
ment; if so, then tho new maketh a 
rent, and agreeth not with the old. 

37 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles; olse tho now wine 
will buret tho bottles and be spilled, 
and tho bottles shall perish. 

38 But new wiuo must be put into 
new bottlos, and both aro preserved. 

30 No man aleo, having drank old 
winq, dostreth new ; for he saith, The 
old is hotter. 

CUAPTEH VL

3 Jesus answering thorn, said, Have 
ye not read so much as this, what Da¬ 
vid did, wbon ho himself was an hun¬ 
gered, and they who were with him ; 

4 How he wont into the houso of 
God, and did take and eat the show 
bread, and gave also to thorn who 
were with him, which is not lawful 
to eat, but for tho priests alone? 

5 And he said unto them, That the 
Son of Man is Lord also of lho Sab¬ 
bath. 

6 And it came to pass also on 
another Sabbath, that he entorod into 
the synagogue, and taught. ^ And 
there was a man whose right'hand 
was withered ; 

7 And the aerihes and Pharisees 
watched him, whether he would heal 
on the Sahbath day ; that they might 
find an accusation against him. 

8 But he knew their thoughts, and 
said to the man who had the withered 
hand, Rise up, and stand forth in the 
midst. And ne arose and stood forth. 

0 Then said Jesus unto them, I will 
ask you ono thing; Ib it lawful on 
the Sabbath days to do good, or to do 
evil ? To savo life, or to destroy ? 

10 And looking round about upon 
them all, he said unto the man, 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he did 
so; and his hand was restored whole 
as the other. 

11 And they wero filled with mad¬ 
ness ; and communed one with another 
what thoy might do to Jesus. 

12 And it oame to pass in those 
days, that he wont out into a moun¬ 
tain to pray, Rnd oontinnod all night 
in prayer to God. 

13 And when it was day, he oalled 
his disciplos; and of them he ohose 
twelve, wnom also ho namod apostles. 

14 Simon, whom he also named 
Peter, and Andrew his brother, James 
and John, Philip and Bartholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, James 
the son of Alpheus, and Simon called 
Zolotcs. 

16 And Judas the brother of James, 
and Judas Ieoariot, who also was the 
traitor. 
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17 And he came down with them 
and stood in the plain, and the com¬ 
pany of his disciples, and a great 
multitude of people out of all Judea 
and Jerusalem, and from the eea- 
aoasts of Tyre and Sidon, who came 
to hear him, and to be healed of 
their diseases; 

18 And they who were vexed with 
unclean spirits; and they were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude sought 
to touch him; for there went virtue 
out of him and healed them all. 

20 And he lifted up his eyes on his 
disciples, and said. Blessed are the 

S oor; for theirs is the kingdom of 
od. 

21 Blessed are they who hunger 
now; for they ehall be filled. Blessed 
are they who weep now; for they 
shall laugh. 

22 Blessed are ye when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall sepa¬ 
rate yon from among them, and shall 
reproach you, and cost oat your name 
as evil, for the Son of Man's sake. 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap 
for joy; for behold your reward BhaJl 
be great in heaven; for in the like 
jianner did their fathers unto the 
prophets. 

24 But woe onto you who are rich ! 
For ye have received your consola¬ 
tion. 

25 Woe unto you who are fall! For 
ye shall hunger. Woe unto you who 
laugh now! For ye shall mourn and 
weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you ! For so did 
their fathers to the false prophets. 

27 But I say unto you who hear 
my words, Love your enemies, do 
good to them who hate you. 

28 Bless them who curse you, and 
pray for them who despitefully use 
you and persecute you. 

29 And unto him who smiteth thee 
on the cheek, offer also the other; or, 
In other words, it is better to offer 
the other, than to revile again. And 
him who taketh away thy cloak, for¬ 
bid not to take thy coat also. 

30 For it is better that thou suffer 
thine enemy to take these things, 
than to contend with him. Verily I 
say unto you, Your heavenly Father 
who seeth in secret, shall bring that 
wiaked one into judgment. 


31 Therefore give to every man whe 
aaketh of thee; and of him who 
taketh away thy goods, ask them nol 
again. 

32 And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise. 

33 For if ye love them only who 
love yoo, what reward have yon? 
For sinners also do even the same. 

34 And if ye lend to them of whom 
ye hope to receive, what reward have 
yon? for sinners also lend to siumrs, 
to receive as much again. 

35 But love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for nothing 
again; and your reward shall be 
great; and ye shall be the children 
of the Highest; for he is kind unto 
the unthankful, and to the evil. 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, as your 
Father also is merciful. 

37 Jndge not, and ye shall not he 
judged; condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned; forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven. 

3S Give, and it shall be given onto 
you; good measure, pressed down, 
and shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your bosom. 
For with the same measure that ye 
mete withal, it shall be measured to 
you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto 
them, Can the blind lead the blind? 
Shall they not both fall into the 
ditch ? 

40 A disciple is not above his mas¬ 
ter; but every one that is perfect 
shall be as his master. 

41 And why beholdest thon the 
mote which is in thy brother’s eye, 
but perceivest not the beam which is 
in thine own eye ? 

42 Again, how oanst thou say to 
thy brother, Let me poll out the mote 
that is in thine eye, when thou thy¬ 
self beholdest not the beam which 
is in thine own eye ? Thou hypocrite, 
cost out first the beam from thine 
own eye, and then ehalt thon see 
clearly to pull out the mote which is 
in thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree hringeth not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit; 

44 For every tree is known by its 
own fruit. For of thorns men do not 
gather figs, nor of a bramble bush 
gather they grapes. 
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45 A good man out of the good 
treasure of his heart, bringeth forth 
that whioh is good. And an evil man 
out of the evil treasure of his heart, 
bringeth forth that which is evil; for 
of the abundance of the heart his 
mouth speaketh. 

40 Ana why call ye me Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say? 
47 Whosoevor cometh to me, and 
heareth my Bayings and dooth them, 
I will show you to whom he ie like. 
40 He is like a man who built a 
house, and digged deep, aDd laid the 
foundation on a rock, and whon the 
flood arose, the stream heat vehe¬ 
mently upon that house, and could 
tot shake it; for it was founded upon 
a rook. 

49 But he who heareth and dooth 
not, is like a man that without a 
foundation built a house upon the 
earth ; against which the stream did 
boat vehemently, and immediately it 
fell; and the ruin of that house was 
great.

5 For he loveth our nation, and hath 
built us a synagogue. 

0 Thon Jesus went with them, and 
when ho was now not far from the 
house, tho centurion sent friends to 
him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thypolf; for I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof. 

7 Wherefore, noithor thought I my¬ 
self worthy to como unto theo; but 
say tho word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

6 For I also am a man set under au¬ 
thority, havingunderme soldiors, and 
F say unto one, Go, and hegoeth ; and 


to another, Como, and he oometh; 
and to my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth it. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, he 
marvelled at him, and turned him 
about, and said unto the people who 
followed him, I say unto you, I have 
not found so groat faith, no, not in 
Israel. 

10 And thoy who were sent, return¬ 
ing to the house, found the servant 
whole who had been siok. 

11 And it came to pass the day After, 
that he went into a city called Nain; 
and many of his disciples went with 
him, and much people. 

12 Now, whon he came nigh to the 
gate of the city, behold, there was a 
dead man carried out, the only son of 
his mother, and she was a widow ; 
and many people of the city wero 
with her. 

13 And now the Lord saw her, and had 
compassion on her, and he said unto 
her, Weep not. 

14 And he came and touched the 
bier; and they who bare it stood still, 
and he said, Young man, I say unto 
thee, Arise. 

15 And he who was dead, sat up, and 
began to speak ; and he delivered him 
to his mother. 

10 And there came a fear on all; 
and thoy glorified God, saying, That 
a great prophet is risen up among us; 
and, That God hath visited his people. 

17 And this rumorof him w^nt forth 
throughout all Judoa, and through¬ 
out all the region round about. 

10 And tho disciples of John showed 
him of all these things. 

19 And John calling two of his dis- 
oiplos, sent them to Jesus, saying, 
Art thou he that should oome, or look 
we for another ? 

20 When the mon were oome unto 
him, they said, John Baptist hath 
sent us unto thee, saying, Art thou he 
who should oome, or look we for 
another? 

21 And in the same hour he oured 
many of infirmities, and plagues, and 
of evil spirits, and unto many blind 
be gave sight. 

22 ThcD Jesus, answering, said onto 
them, Go your way, and tell John 
what things yo have seen and heard; 
how that the blind see, the lame walk, 
the leperB are oloansed, the donf hear. 
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the dead arc raised, and to the poor 
the gospel is preoohed; 

23 And blessed are they, who BhaD 
not bo offended in mo. 

24 And when the messengers of John 
were departed, ho began to speak unto 
tho peoplo concerning John; What 
went ye out into the wilderness to 
seo? A reed shaken with tho wind 7 
Or a man clothed in soft raiment? 

25 Behold, they who aro gorgeously 
apparelled, and live delicately, are in 
king’s courts. 

25 But wbat went ye out for to see ? 
A prophot? Yea, I say unto you, 
and much more than a prophot. 

27 This is the one of whom it is 
written, Behold I send my messenger 
before thy face, who shall prepare 
thy way before thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among those 
who are born of women, there is not a 
greater prophet than John the Bap¬ 
tist; but he who is least in the king¬ 
dom of God is greater than be. 

29 Aud all the people who heard 
him, and the publioans, justified God, 
being baptized with the baptism of 
John. 

30 But the Pharisees, and lawyers, 
rejectod the counsel of God against 
themselves, Dot being baptized of him. 

31 And the Lord said, Wherounto 
then shall I liken the mon of this gene¬ 
ration ? And to what aro they like? 

32 They are like unto children sit¬ 
ting in the market-place, and calling 
one to another, and saying, Wo havo 
piped for you, and yo have not 
danced ; wo have mourned for you, 
and ye have not wept. 

33 For John tho Baptist camo nei¬ 
ther eating bread, nor drinking wine; 
and ye say he hath a devil. 

34 The Son of Man is oomu, eating 
and drinking; and yo say, Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a wino-bibbor; 
a friend of publicans and sinners! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all bor 
children. 

30 And one of tho Pharisees de¬ 
sired him that ho would oat with him. 
And he wont into tho Pharisee’s 
houso, and sat down to meat. 

37 And behold, a woman in tho 
oity, who was a sinner, when sho 
know that Jesus sat at meat in the 
Pharisee’s houso, brought an alabas¬ 
ter hoi of ointment. 


38 And stood at his feet weeping, 
and began to wash bis feet with tears, 
and did wipe them with the hairs of 
her head, and kissed his feet, and 
anointed them with tbe ointment. 

39 Now when tbe Pharisee who had 
bidden bim saw this, he spake within 
bimscHV saying, This maD, if be were 
a prophot, would havo known who, 
or what manner of woman this is aim 
toucheth him ; for she is a sinner. 

40 And Jesus answering, said utiin 
him, Simon, I have somewbal to aaj 
unto thee. And he said, Master, say 
on. 

41 And Jesus said, There was a cer¬ 
tain creditor, who had two debtors; 
the one owed him Gvo hundred pence, 
and the other fifty. 

42 And when be found they lind 
nothing to pay, ho frankly forgave 
them both. Tell me therefore, which 
of them will love him most? 

43 Simon answered and said, I sup¬ 
pose the man to whom he forgave 
most. And ho said unto him, Thou 
hast rightly judged. 

44 And ho turned to tho woman, and 
said unto Simon, Seest thou this 
woman? I entered into thy bouse, 
thou gavest me no water for my feet ; 
but she hath washed my feet with 
tears, and wiped thorn with the hairs 
of her head. 

45 Thou gavest mo no kiss; but this 
woman since the time I camo in, hoih 
not ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 My hoad with oil thou didst not 
anoint; but tbiB woman hath anoint¬ 
ed my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee, Ilcr 
sins which are many, are forgiven ; 
for sho loved much. Hut to whom 
little is forgiven, ibe Btitne loveth 
little. 

48 And he said unto her, Thy sini 
aro forgiven. 

49 And they who sal at moat with 
him, bogan to say within themselves, 
Who is this that forgiveth Bins also? 

50 And he Baid to the woman, Thy 
faith bath saved thee; go in poaoo. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

PurabU of the sower — }Vho are brethren q/ 
Christ—Christ stilleJh tlu tempest — Jainis' 
daughter raised—Swine drowned. 

ND it came to pass aftorward, 
that ho went throughout every 
oity mid village, preaching aDd show- 
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Ing I he glad tidings of the kingdom 
nf God; and the twelve who wore or¬ 
dained of him, were with him, 

2 And certain women who had been 
healed of evil Bpirits and infirmities, 
Mary called Magdalene, out of whom 
went seven devila ; 

3 And Joanna the wife of Chuza, 
Herod’s steward, and Susanna, and 
many others, who ministered unto 
him with their substance. 

4 And when much people were 
gnthered together, and wero como to 
him out of every city, be spake hy a 
parable, saying, 

b A sower went out to sow his seed; 
and as ho sowed, some fell hy the 
way-side; and it waB trodden down, 
and the fowls of the air dovourod it. 

fi And sorm fell upon a rock; and 
as soon as it was sprung up, it wither¬ 
ed away, because it lackod moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
choked it. 

8 And others fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bear fruit an 
hundred-fold. 

9 And when he had said these 
things, ho cried, He who hath ears 
to hear, let him hear. And his disci¬ 
ples asked him, saying, What might 
this parablo be ? 

10 And he said, Unto you it is given 
to kuow the mysteries of the king¬ 
dom of God; but to otherB in para¬ 
bles; that Boeing they might not sec, 
and bearing thoy might not not un¬ 
derstand. 

11 Now the parable is this; Tho 
seed is the word of God. 

12 That which fell by the way-sido 
are thoy who hear; and tho devil 
comoth and taketh away the word 
out of tboir hearts, lost they should 
believe nnd be saved. 

13 Thut which fell on the rock are 
they, who, when thoy hoar, receivo 
the word with joy; and thoy have 
no root, hut for a whilo heliovo, and 
in a time of temptation fall away. 

14 And tbat wbioh fell among the 
thorns are they, who, when they havo 
heard, go forth and are choked with 
oaros, and riohes, and pleasures of 
life, &Dd bring no fruit to perfection. 

16 But that whiob fell on the good 
ground are they, who rocoive tho 
word in an honest and good heart, 
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having heard the word, keepeth what 
they hear, and bring forth fruit with 
patience. 

16 For no man, when he bath 
lighted a candle, covcreth it with a 
vessel, or putteth it undcrahcd; but 
setteth it on a candlestick, that they 
who enter in may sec the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, which 
shall not be made manifest; neither 
hid, which shall not be made known, 
and go abroad. 

18 Tako heed therefore how yc hear; 
for whosoever rcceivcth, to him shall 
bo given; and whosoever rccciveth 
not, from him shall he lakeu even 
that which he scemeth to have. 

19 Then came to him his mother 
and his brethren, and could not 
speak to him for the multitude. 

20 And some who stood by, said 
unto him, Thy mother and thy bre¬ 
thren stand without, desiring to Bee 
thee. 

21 And ho answered and said unto 
them, My mother and my bre Miron 
are those who hear tho word of God, 
and do it. 

22 Now it oamo to pass on a certain 
day, that ho went into a ship with 
his disciples; and he said unto them, 
Let us go over unto tho other Bide 
of tho lake. And thoy launohed 
forth. 

23 But as thoy sailed he foil asleep; 
and there camo down a storm of wind 
on the lake ; and they were flllod with 
fear, and were in danger. 

24 And thoy oame to biin and awoke 
him, saying, Master, Master, we 
perish. Then he arose, and rebuked 
the wind and tho raging of the wa¬ 
ters, and they ceased; and there was 
a oalrn. 

25 And he said unto thorn, Where 
is your faith? and they boing afraid, 
wondered, saying one to another,What 
manner of man is this ? For he 
oommnndoth even tho winds and wa¬ 
ters, and they obey him. 

28 And thoy arrived at tho oountry 
of the Gadarenes, which is over 
against Galilee. 

27 And when they wont forth to 
laDd, there mot him out of the city 
a certain man, who had devils for a 
long time, and ho would wear no 
ololuos, neither abode in a house, but 
in the tomhs. 
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28 When he saw Jesus, he cried out 
and fell down hefore him, and with 
a loud voice said, What have I to do 
with thee, JesuB, thou Son of God 
most high ? I beseeoh thee torment 
me not. 

29 (For he had commanded the 
unclean Bpirit to come out of the 
man.) For ofttimes it had caught 
him; and he waB kept hound with 
chains, and in fetters; and he hrake 
the bands, and waB driven of the 
devil into the wilderness. 

30 Jesus asked him, saying, What 
is thy name ? And he said, Legion ; 
because many devils were entered 
into him. 

31 And there was there a herd of 
many swine, feeding on the moun¬ 
tain. 

32 And they besought him that he 
would sufTer them to enter into the 
swine, and he suffered them. 

33 And they besought him also, that 
he would not command them to go 
out into the deep. And he said unto 
them. Come out of the man. 

34 Then went the devils out of the 
man, and entered into the swine; 
and the herd ran violently down a 
steep place into the lake, and were 
choked. 

35 When they who fed the swine 
saw whatwas done, they fled, and went 
and told the people in the city and in 
the country. 

30 Then they went out to sec what 
was done; and came to Jesus, and 
found the man out of whom the 
devils were departed, sitting at the 
feet of Jesus, clothed, and in his 
right mind ; and they were afraid. 

37 They also who saw the miracle, 
told them by what means he who 
was possessed of the devils was 
healed. 

38 Then the wbolc multitude of the 
country of the Gadarenes round 
about, besought Jesu9 to depart from 
them; for they were taken with great 
fear. And Jesus went up into the 
ship, and returned back again. 

39 Now, the man out of whom the 
devils were departed, besought him 
that he might be with him. But Je¬ 
sus sent him away, saying, 

40 Return to thine own house, and 
show how great things God hath 
done unto thee. And he went bis 


way, and published throughout the 
whole city, how great things Jesus 
had done unto him. 

41 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jesus was returned, the people re¬ 
ceived him; for they were all waiting 
for him. 

42 And behold, there came a man 
named Jairns, and he was a ruler of 
the synagogue; and he fell down at 
Jesus' feet, and besought him that 
he would come into his house; 

43 For he had an only daughter, 
ahout twelve years of age, and she 
lay a-dying. But as he went, the 
people thronged him. 

44 And a woman, having an iesne 
of hlood twelve years, who bad spent 
all hcrliving upon physicians, neither 
could be healed of any, 

45 Came hehind Jesns, and touched 
the borderof his garment; and imme¬ 
diately her issue of hlood staunched. 

46 And Jesus said, "Who touched 
me? "When all denied, Peter and they 
who were with him, said. Master, the 
multitude throng thee, and press upon 
thee, and eayest thou, Who touched 
me ? 

47 And Jesus said, Some one hath 
touched me; for I perceive that vir¬ 
tue is gone out of me. 

48 And when the woman found that 
she was not hid, she came trem- 
hling, and falling down before him, 
she declared unto him before all the 
people for what cause she had touched 
him, and how she was healed imme¬ 
diately. 

49 And he said unto her, Daughter, 
he of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace. 

50 While he yet spake, there coweth 
one from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house, sayiDg to him, Thy daughter is 
dead ; trouhle not the Master. 

51 But Jesu9 heard him, and he Slid 
unto the ruler of the synagogue, Fear 
not; believe only, and she shall he 
made whole. And when he came 
into the house, he suffered no man to 
go in, save Peter, and James, and 
John, and the father and the mother 
of the maiden. 

52 And all wept and bewailed her; 
but he said, Weep not; for she is not 
dead, but sleepeth. And they laughed 
him to scorn, knowing that she was 
dead. 
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53 And ho put them all out, and 
took her by tho hand, and he oalled. 
Baying, Maid, arise. 

54 And her spirit came again, and 
Bhe arose straightway; and ho com¬ 
manded to give her meat. 

55 And her parents were astonished, 
but ho charged them that thoy should 
tell no man what was done. 

C11APIEH IX 

Christ instructs his Apostles—Sends them 

forth — Miracle of jive loaves and two 

fishes—The transfiguration — Moses and 

Elias appear — Jesus, homeless . 

IIEN he called his twelve disci- 
plcB together, and he gave them 
power and authority over alt devils, 
and to cure diseases. 

2 And he Bent thorn to preaeb the 
kingdom of God, and to heal the sick. 

3 And ho said unto them, Take 
nolhing for your journey, neither 
staves, nor sorip, neither bread, 
neither money; neither have two 
coats apiece. 

4 And into whatsoever house ye 
enter, there abide until ye depart 
thence. 

5 And whosoever will not reoeive 
you, when ye go out of that city, 
shako off the very duBt from your feet 
for a testimony against them. 

0 And they departed, and went 
through the towns, preaching tho 
gospel, and healing everywhere. 

7 Now Herod the tetraroh heard of 
all that was done by Josus ; and he 
was perplexed, because that it was 
said of some, That John was risen 
from tho dead ; 

8 And of some, That Elias had ap¬ 
peared ; and of others, Thatono of the 
old prophota was risen again. 

9 Ana Herod said, John have I be¬ 
headed ; hut who is this, of whom I 
hear such things? And he desired 
to see him. 

10 And the apoatlos, when they re¬ 
turned, told Jesus all that they had 
done. And he took them, and went 
aside privately into a solitary ploco 
belonging to the city oalled Bothsaida. 

11 And tho people, when thoy knew 
it, followed him ; and he received 
them, and spake unto them of the 
kingdom of God, and healed thorn 
who had need of healing. 

12 And when the day bogan to wear 
away, then came the twelve, and 


said unto him, Send tho multitude 
away, that they may go into the 
towns and country round ahout, and 
lodge, and get victuals; for we are 
here in a solitary place. 

13 But ho said unto them, Give ye 
them to eat. And they said, We have 
but five loaves and two fishes; and 
except we should go and buy meat, 
we can provide no more food for all 
this multitude. 

14 For they were iu number about 
five thousand men. And Jesus said 
unto his disciples, Make them sit 
down by fifties in a company. 

15 And they did so, and made them 
all sit down. 

16 Then he took tho five loaves, and 
the two fishes, and looking up to hea¬ 
ven, he blossed them, and brake, and 
gave to the disciples to set before the 
multitude. 

17 And they did eat, and were all 
filled. And there was taken up of the 
fragments whioh remained, twelve 
baskets. 

18 And it came to pass, as he went 
alone with his disoiples to pray, he 
asked them, saying, Who say the 
people that I am 7 

19 They answering said, Some say, 
John the Baptist; but others say, 
Elias; and others, That one of the old 
prophetB is risen again. 

20 He said unto them, But whom 
say ye that I am 7 Peter answering 
said, The Christ, the Son of God. 

21 And he Btraitly charged them, 
and commanded themjlo tell no man 
of him, 

22 Saying, the Son of Man must 
suffer many things, and be rejected 
of the elders, and chief priests, and 
soribes ; and be Blain, and he raised 
the third day. 

23 And he said unto them all, If 
any man will conio aftor me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his oross 
daily, and follow me. 

24 For whosoever will save his life, 
must he willing to lose it for my sake; 
and whosoever will he willing to lose 
his life for my Bake, the same shall 
save it. 

25 For what doth it profit a man if 
he gain the whole world, and yet he 
reoeive him not whom God hath or¬ 
dained, aDd he lose his own soul, and 
he himself be a castaway 7 
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26 For whosoever shall bo ashamed 
of me, and of my wordB, of him shall 
the Son of Man be ashamed, when he 
shall come in his own kingdom, 
clothed in the glory of bis Father, 
with the holy angels. 

27 Verily, I tell you of a truth, 
there are some standing here who 
shall not taste of death, until they Bee 
the kingdom of God coming in power. 

28 And it came to oasb, eight days 
after theBe sayinge, that he took Peter 
and John and James, and went up 
into a mountain to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion of 
hia countenance was changed, and hifl 
raiment became white and glittering. 

30 And behold, there came and 
talked with him two men, even Mo¬ 
ses and Elias, 

31 Who appeared in glory, and 6pake 
of his death, and also his resurrection, 
which he should accomplish at Jeru¬ 
salem. 

32 But Petor and they who were 
with him were heavy with sleep; and 
when they were awake they eaw his 
glory, and the two men who stood 
with him. 

33 And after the two men departed 
from him, Peter said unto Jesus, 
Master, it is good for us to be here; 
let ns make three tabernacles; one for 
thee, and one for Moses, and one for 
Elias; not knowing what he said. 

34 While he thus spake, there came 
a cloud, and overshadowed them all; 
and they feared as they entered into 
the oloud. 

35 And there came a voice out of 
the olond, saying, This is my beloved 
Son ; hear him. 

36 And when the voice was past, 
JesuB was found alone. And these 
things they kept close, and they told 
no man, in those days, any of the 
things which they had seen. 

37 And it came to pass on the noxt 
day, when they wore come down from 
the hill, mnch people met him. 

38 And heboid, a man of the com¬ 
pany cried out, saying, Master, I be¬ 
seech thee, look upon my son ; for he 
ie mine only child. 

39 And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and 
he suddenly oricth out; and itteareth 
him, that he foameth, and hruiBing 
him hardly, departeth from him. 

40 And I heeought thy disciples to 


cast him out, and they could not. 

41 And Jeeua answering, said,. 0 
faithless andperversegencration, how 
long shall I be with you, and suffer 
you? Bring thy son hither. 

42 And as he was coming, the devil 
threw him down, and tore him again. 
And Jeena rebuked the unclean spirit, 
and healed the child, and delivered 
him again to his father. 

43 And they were all amazed at the 
mighty power of God. But while 
they wondered every one, at all the 
things which Jesua did, he eaid unto 
his disciples, 

44 Let these sayings sink down into 
yoar hearts ; for the Son of Man shall 
be delivered into the hands of men. 

45 But they understood not this say¬ 
ing, and it was hid from them that 
they perceived it not; and they feared 
to ask him of that saying. 

46 Then there arose a reasoning 
among them, who of them should he 
greatest. 

47 And Jesus perceiving the thoughts 
of their hearts, took a child and set 
him in the midst; 

48 And said unto them, Whosoever 
shall receive this child in my name, 
receiveth mo; and whosoever shall 
reoeive me, receiveth him who sent 
me; for he who is least among you 
all, the same shall be great. 

49 And John spake and said, Mas 
ter, we bqw one casting out devils in 
thy name ; and we forbade him, be¬ 
cause he fotloweth not with us. 

50 Aod Jesus said unto him, Forbid 
not any; for ho who is not against us 
is for us. 

51 And it came to pass, when the 
time was come that he should be re¬ 
ceived up, he steadfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem ; 

52 And sent messengers before hii 
face ; and they went and entered into 
a village of the Samaritans to make 
ready for him. 

53 And the Samaritans would not 
receive him, because hi# faoo was 
tnrned as though he would go to 
Jerusalem. 

54 And when bis disoiples, James 
and John, saw that they would not 
receive him, they said, Lord, wilt 
thou that we command fire to come 
down from heaven and consume them, 
even as Elias did ’ 
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85 But he turned and rebuked them, 
and said, Yo know not what manner 
of spirit yo aro of. 

50 For tho Son of Man is not come 
to destroy men’s lives, but to save them. 
And they went to another village. 

57 And it came to pass, as they 
went in tho way, a certain man said 
unto him, Lord, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

58 And Josub said unto him, The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air hive neats: but the Son of Man 
hath not whoro to lay his head. 

50 And ho said unto another, Fol¬ 
low me. But ho said, Lord, Buffer 
me first to go and bury my father. 

60 Jesus said unto him, Let tho 
dead bury their dead ; but go thou 
and preach the kingdom of God. 

01 And another also said, Lord, I will 
follow thee; but let mo first go and bid 
them farewell who are at my house. 

02 And Jesus said unto him, No 
man having put his hand to tho 
plough, and looking back, is fit for 
tho kingdom of God. 

CHAPTER X. 

Seventy appointed^- Their instruction*— Their 

return — The. good Samaritan — Mary’s 

choice. 

FTER these things the Lord ap- 

E ointcd other seventy also, and 
em two and two before his face, 
into every city and place where he 
himself would come. 

2 And he said unto them, The harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers few; 
ray ye therefore the Lord of the 
arvesl, that he would send forth 
labourers into his harvest. 

3 Go your ways ; behold I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves. 

4 Carry neither purso, nor scrip, 
nor shoos ; nor salute any man by the 
way. 

6 And into whatsoever bouse yo 
enter, first say, Peace to this house. 

0 And if tho eon of poace be there, 
your peace shall reel upon it; if not, 
il shall turn to you again. 

7 And into whatsoever house they 
receive you, remain, eating and 
drinking such things as thoygive; 
for the labourer iB worthy of his hire. 
Go not from house to house. 

8 And into whatsoever oity ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat suoh things 
as are set before you ; 
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9 And heal tho sick who are the. ein, 
and say, The kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you. 

10 But into whataoovercity ye enter, 
and they rccoive you not, go your 
ways out into the streets of the same, 
and say, 

11 Even the very dust of your oity 
which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off 
against you; notwithstanding, bo snre 
of this, that tho kingdom of God is 
nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, That it shall 
he more tolerable in the day of judg¬ 
ment for Sodom, than for that city. 

13 Then began he to upbraid the 
people in every city whcrciu his 
mighty works were done, who re¬ 
ceived him not, saying, 

14 Woe unto thee, Chorazin ! Woe 
unto thee, Bethsaida! For if the 
mighty works had been done in Tyre 
and Sidon, which have been done in 
you, they would have repented, sit¬ 
ting in sackcloth and ashes. 

15 But it shall be more tolerable 
for Tyre and Bidon at the day of 
judgment, than for you. 

16 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted to heaven, shall bo oast down 
to holl. 

17 And he said unto his disoiplos, 
He that heareth you, heareth me; 
and he that despiseth you, despiseth 
me; and ho that despiseth mo, 
despisoth him who sent me. 

18 And tho seventy returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the devils 
are subject to ub through thy name.

25 When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man, it walkelh through dry 
placos, seeking rest; and finding none, 
it saith, I will return unto mine house 
whence I oame out. 

26 And when it oometh, it findclh 
the house swept and garnished. 

27 Then goeth the evil spirit, and 
taketh seven other spirits more 
wickod than himself, and they enter 
in, and dwell there; and the last end 
of that man is worse than the first. 

28 And it camo to pass, as he spake 
theso things, a certain woman of the 
company, lifted up her voice, and 
said unto him, Blessed is the womh 
which bare thee, and the paps which 
thou hast sucked. 

29 And he said, Yea, and blessed 
are all thoy who hear the word of 
God, and keep it. 

30 When tho people were gathered 
thick together, he began to say, This 
is an evil generation; they seek a 
sign, and there shall no sign be given 
thorn, hut the sign of Jonas tho pro¬ 
phet. 

31 For as Jonas was a sign to the 
Nincvitos, so also shall the Son of 
Man he to this generation. 

32 The queen of tho south shall rise 
up in the day of judgment with the 
men of this generation, and condemn 
them; for she camo from tho utmost 
parts of the earth, to hear the wisdom 
of Solomon; and, bohold, a greater 
than Solomon is here. 

33 The men of Nineveh shall rise 
up in the day of judgment with this 
generation; and shall condemn it; 
for they repented at tho preaching of 
Jonas; and, behold, a greater than 
Jonas is here. 

34 No man when he bath lighted a 
oandle, putteth it in a secret plaoe, 
neither under a bushel, but on • 
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candlestick, that they who oome in 
may see the light. 

35 The light of the hody is the eye; 
therefore when thine eye ia single, thy 
whole body q.Ibo ia full of light; but 
when thine eye is evil, thy body also 
is full of darkness. 

36 Take heed therefore, that the 
light which is in thee bo not dark¬ 
ness. 

37 If thy whole body therefore is 
full of light, having no part dark, the 
whole shall be full of light, as when 
the bright Bbining of a candle light¬ 
ened a room, doth give the light in 
all the room. 

36 And as he spake, a certain Phari¬ 
see besought him to dino with him; 
and he went in, and sat down to 
meat. 

39 And when the Pharisee saw him, 
he marvelled that he had not first 
washed bofore dinner. 

40 And the Lord said unto him; 
Now do you Pharisees mako clean 
the outside of tho cup and the plat¬ 
ter; but your inward parts are full of 
ravening and wickedness. 

41 0 fools, did not he who made 
that which is without, make that 
which is within also ? 

42 But if ye would rather give alms 
of such things as ye have; and ob¬ 
serve to do all things which I have 
commanded you, then would your in¬ 
ward parts be clean also. 

43 But I say unto you, Woe be unto 
you, Pharisees! For ye tithe mint, 
and rue, and all manner of herbs, and 
pass over judgment, and the love of 
God; these ought yo to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone. 

44 Woe unto you, Pharisees ! for you 
love the uppormost seats in the syna¬ 
gogue, and greetings in the markets. 

45 Woe unto you, scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites! For yo are as 
graves which appear not, and the 
men who walk over are not aware of 
them. 

46 Then answered one of the law¬ 
yers, and said unto him, Master, thus 
■aying, thou reproachest us also. 

47 And he said, Woe unto you, law¬ 
yers, also ! Fer yc lade men with 
burdens grievous to be home, and ye 
yourselvos touch not the burdens with 
one of yoar fingers. 

48 Woe unto you! For you build 


the sepulchres of the prophets, and 
your fathers killed them. 

49 Truly ye bear witness that yc 
allow tho deeds of your fathers; for 
they indeed killed them, and yc build 
their sepulchres. 

50 Therefore also said the wisdom of 
God, I will send them prophets, and 
apostles, and some of them they shall 
slay and persecute; 

51 That the blood of all the pro- 

S hets, which was shed from the foun 
ation of the world, may bo required 
of this generation ; from the blood 
of Abel onto the blood of Zacharia->, 
who perished between the altar and 
the temple. 

52 Verily I say unto you. It shall br 
required of this generation. 

53 Woe unto you, lawyers ! For you 
have taken away the key of know 
ledge, the fulness of the scriptures; ye 
enter not in yourselves into the king¬ 
dom ; and those who were entering 
in, ye hindered. 

54 And as ho said these things unto 
them, the scribes and Pharisees be¬ 
gan to be angry, and to urge vehe¬ 
mently, endeavouring to provoke him 
to speak of many things ; 

55 Laying wait for him, and seek 
ing to catch something out of his 
mouth, that they might accuse him. 
CHAPTER XII. 

Sundry instruct™™ to the disciples —Sin 
against the Holy Ohost—The foolish rich 
man — Chris fs different appearings—The 
| faithful icrvant. 

N tho mean time, when there was 
gathered together an innumerable 
multitude of people, insomuch that 
they Lrodo one upon another, he be¬ 
gan to say unto nis disciples first of 
all, Bowaro ye of Ihe leaven of Ihe 
Pharisees, which is hypoorisy. 

2 For there is nothing covered which 
shall not be revealed; neither hid 
which shall not bo known. 

3 Therefore, whatsoever ye have 
spoken in darkness, shall he heard io 
the light; and that whioh ye have 
spoken in the ear in closets, 6hall be 
proclaimed upon the house-tops. 

4 And I say nnto you my friends, 
Be not afraid of them who kill the 
body, and after that have no more 
that they oan do ; 

5 But I will forewarn you whom ye 
shall fear; fear him, who after he 
hatb killed, hath power to cast inln 
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hull ; yoa, I flay unto you, Fear him. 

8 Aro not five sparrows Bold for two 
farthingB, and not one of them is 
forgollcn beforo God ? 

7 Put even the very hairB of your 
bead are all numbered. Fear not 
thereforo ; yo are of more value than 
many sparrows. 

8 AIbo I gay unto you, Whosoever 
shall confess me before men, him 
iball the Son of Man also confess be¬ 
foro the angols of God. 

9 But ho who denioth mo hofore 
men, shall be denied before the an¬ 
gels of God. 

10 Now his disciplos knew that he 
Baid this, because they had spokon 
evil against him boforc the people; 
for they wero afraid to oonfess him 
beforo men. 

11 And they reasoned among them¬ 
selves, saying, lie knowoth our hearts, 
and be speaketh to our condemnation, 
and we shall not bo forgiven. But 
he answered them, aud said unto them, 

12 Whosoover shall speak a word 
against the Son of Man, and repont- 
eth, it shall be forgiven him ; hut unto 
him who hlaflphemetb against the 
Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven 
him. 

13 And again I qay unto you, They 
shall bring you unto the synagogues, 
and beforo magistrates, and powers. 
When they do this, tako ye no thought 
how, or what tilings y© shall answer, 
or what yo shall say ; 

14 For the Iloly Ghost shall teaob 
you in tho same hour what ye ought 
to eay. 

15 And one of the company said 
unto him, Master, speak to my bro¬ 
ther, that ho divido the inheritance 
with mo. 

16 And he said unto him, Man, who 
made mo a judge, or a divider over 
you ? 

17 And ho said unto thorn, Take 
heed, and bewaro of oovetousness; 
for a man’s life consistotb not in the 
abundance of the things which be 
poflscssolli. 

10 And ho snake a parable unto 
them, saying, Tuo ground of a certain 
riok man brought forth plentifully; 

19 Ami ho thought within himself, 
•eying, What, shall I do, because I 
have no room where to boslow my 
fruit* ? 
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20 And he said, This will I do; I 
will pull down my barns and build 
greater; and there will I bestow all 
my fruits, and my goods. 

21 And I will say to my soul, Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for 
many years; take thine easo, eat, 
drink, and bo merry. 

22 But God said unto him, Thou 
fool! This night thy soul shall be 
required of thee; then whose shall 
those things he which thou hast pro¬ 
vided ? 

23 So shall it be with him who lay- 
eth up treasuro for himself, and is 
not rich toward God. 

24 And he said unto his disoiplcs, 
Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for yoar life, what ye shall 
eat; noither for the body, what ye 
shall put on. 

25 For the life is more than meat, 
and tho hody than raiment. 

20 Consider the ravens; for they 
neither sow nor reap; which noither 
have storehouse nor barn ; neverthe¬ 
less God feedeth them. Are ye not 
bettor than the fowls? 

27 And who of you by taking 
thought, can add to his stature one 
cubit? 

28 If ye then be not able to do that 
which is least, why take ye thought 
for the rest ? 

29 Consider the lilies, how they 
grow; they toil not, they spin not ; 
and yet I say unto you, that Solomon 
in all hia glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. 

30 If then God bo clothe the grass, 
which is to-day in the field, and to¬ 
morrow iB cast in the oven; how 
muoh more will he provide for you, 
if ye are not of little faith? 

31 Thoreforo, seek not what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink, neither 
he ye of doubtful mind ; 

32 For all those things do the na¬ 
tions of the world seek after; and 
your Father who is in heaven, kuow- 
eth that yo have neod of these things. 

33 And ye arc sent unto them to be 
tbeir ministers, and the labourer is 
worthy of bis hire; for the law saith, 
That a man shall not muzzle the ox 
that treadoth out tho corn. 

34 Therefore seek ye to bring forth 
the kingdom of God, and all these 
things shall he addod unto you 
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36 Fear not, little flock; for it ie I 
your Father's good pleasure to give 
you the kingdom. 

36 This he snake unto his disciples, 
saying, Sell that ye have and give 
alms; pcovide not for yourselves 
bags which wax old, hut rather pro¬ 
vide a treasure in the heavens, that 
faileth not; where no thief ap¬ 
proaches, neither moth corrupteth. 

37 For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

38 Let your loins bo girded about, 
and havo your lights burning ; 

39 That ye yourselves may be like 
onto men who wait for their Lord, 
when he will return from the wedding; 
that, when he comcth and knocketh, 
they may open unto him immediately. 

40 Verily I say unto you, Blessed 
are those servants, whom the Lord 
when he cometh shall find watching; 
for he shall gird himself, and make 
them sit down to meat, and will come 
forth and serve them. 

41 For, hehold, he cometh in the 
first watch of the night, and he shall 
also come in the second watch, and 
again he shall come in the third 
watch. 

42 And verily I say unto you, He 
hath already come, as it is written of 
him; and again when he shall come 
in the second watcb, or come in the 
third watch, blessed are those ser¬ 
vants when ho cometh, that he shall 
find so doing; 

43 For the Lord of those servants 
shall gird himself, and make them to 
sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and serve them. 

44 And now, verily Isay these things 
unto you, that ye may know this, that 
the coming of the Lord is as a thief 
in the night. 

45 And it is liko unto a man who is 
an housoholder, who, if he watchoth 
not his goods, the thief cometh in an 
hour of which he is not aware, and 
taketh his goods, and divideth them 
among his fellows. 

46 And they said among themselves, 
If the good man of the house had 
known what hour the thief would 
oomo, he would have watched, and not 
have suffered his house to be broken 
through, and the loss of hiB goods. 

47 And he said unto them, Verily I 
say unto you, be ye therefore ready 


also; for the Son of Man cometh at 
an hour when ye think not. 

48 Then Peter said unto him, Lord, 
speaketh thou this parable unto us, or 
unto all ? 

49 And the Lord said, I speak unto 
those whom the Lord shall make 
rulers over his household, to give his 
children their portion of meat in due 
season. 

50 And they said, Who thou is that 
faithful and wise servant? 

51 And the Lord said unto them, It 
is that servant who watcheth, to im¬ 
part his portion of meat in due season. 

52 Blessed be that servant whom hi# 
Lord shall find, when he comcth, so 
doing. 

53 Of a truth I say nnto you, that 
he will make him ruler over all thni 
he hath. 

54 But the evil servant is he who i? 
not found watching. And if that ser¬ 
vant is not found watching, he will 
say in his heart, My Lord delayelh 
his coming; and shall begin to beat 
the men-serv&nte, and the maidens, 
and to eat, and drink, and to b»* 
drunken. 

55 The Lord of that servant will 
some in a day ho looketh not for, ami 
at an hour when he is not aware, and 
will cut him down, and will appoint 
him his portion with the unbeliever. 

56 And that servant who knew hi.*' 
Lord’s will, and prepared not for hi? 
Lord's coming, neither did accordim; 
to his will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes. 

57 But he who knew not his Lord’s 
will, and did commit thing9 worthy of 
stripes, shall be beaten with few. 
For unto whomsoever much is given, 
of him shall much be required; and to 
whom the Lord has committed much, 
of him will men ask the more. 

58 For they arc not well ploased 
with the Lord’s doings ; therefore 1 
am come to send fire on tho earth; 
and what is it to you, if I will that it 
be already kindled? 

59 But I havo a baptism to be bap¬ 
tized with ; and how am I straight¬ 
ened until it be accomplished ! 

60 Suppose yo that I am come to 
give peace on earth ? I tell you, nay ; 
but rather divisions. 

61 For from hencoforth there shaD 
be five in one house, divided, three 
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against two, and two against three. 

02 The father Bhall be divided 
againuL the bod, and the eon against 
the father; the mother against the 
daughtor, and the daughter against 
tho mother; the mother-in-law against 
hor daughter-in-law, and the daugh¬ 
ter-in-law against hor mothor-in-lnw. 
63 And he said also unto tho people, 
When you sec a cloud rise out of tho 
west, ye Bay straightway, There com- 
eth a shower; and eo it iB. 

04 And when the Bouth wind blows, 
ye Bay, There will be heat; and it 
comcth to pass. 

65 0 hypocrites! To can discern the 
face of the Bky, and of the earth; 
but how is it that you do not discern 
this time ? 

06 Yea, and why even of yourselves 
judge ye no. what is right? 

07 Why goest thou to thino adver¬ 
sary for a magistrate, when thou art 
in tho way with thine enemy ? Why 
not givo diligcuoo that thou mayest 
be delivered from him, lest he halo 
thee to llio judge, and tho judge de¬ 
liver thee to the officer, and tho officer 
oast thee into prison ? 

08 I tell thee, thou shalt not depart 
thence, till thou hast paid tho very 
last mite. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Parable of the Jig tree — Woman cured of t»- 
jirmitij—Kingdom of God like a grain of 
mustard, and leaven—Christ weepeih over 
Jerunalem. 

A ND there were presont at that 
time, Bomo who spake unto him 
of the Galileans, whose blood Pilate 
had mingled with their sacrifices. 

2 And Jesus said unto them, Sup¬ 
pose ye that these Galileans were sin¬ 
ners above all the Galileans, because 
they suffered such things ? 

3 I tell you, nay ; but except yon 
repent, you shall all likewise perish. 
4 Or those eighteen, on whom the 
tower in 6iloam fell, and slew them ; 
think ye that they wero sinners above 
all men who dwelt in Jerusalem? 

6 I loll you, nay; but except ye re¬ 
pent, you shall all likewise perish. 

0 lie snake also this parable, A cer¬ 
tain husbandman had a fig tree plant¬ 
ed in his vineyard. Ho came and 
sought fruit thereon and fouDd none. 

7 Tbon said he unto the drosser of 
his vineyard, Bohold, tbeBe tbroo 
years I oorno seeking fruit on this 


fig tree, and find none. Cat it down, 
why cumbereth it the ground ? 

8 And he, answering, said unto him, 
Lord, let it alone thie year also, till 
I shall dig about and dung it. 

9 And if it bear fruit, the tree in 
saved; and if not, after that thou 
shalt cut it down. And many other 
parahlcs Bpake he unto the people. 

10 And aftor this, as he was teach¬ 
ing in one of the synagogues on the 
Babbath; 

11 Behold, there was a woman who 
had a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was hound together, and 
could in no wise straighten up. 

12 And when Jesus Baw ner, he 
called and eaid unto her, Woman, 
thou art loosed from thine infirmities. 

13 And he laid hands on her; and 
immediately she was made straight, 
and glorified God. 

14 And tho ruler of the synagogue 
was filled with indignation, hecause 
that Jesus had healed on the Sabbath 
day, and Baid unto the people, There 
are aix days in which men ought to 
work; in them therefore come and 
he healed, and not on the Sahbath 
day. 

15 The Lord then said unto him, 0 
hypocrite! Doth not each one of you 
on the Sabbath, loose an ox or an ass 
from the stall, and load him away to 
watering ? 

10 And ought not this woman, being 
a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan 
hath bound, lo, these eighteen years, 
be loosed from this bond on the Bab¬ 
bath day ? 

17 And whon he had said these 
things, all his adversaries were 
ashamed; and all his disciples re¬ 
joiced for all the glorious things 
which were done by him. 

18 Then said he, Unto what iB the 
kingdom of God like ? and whereunto 
shall I reBomble it? 

19 It is like a grain of mustard, 
wbioh a man took, and oast into his 
garden; and it grew, and waxed a 
great tree; and the fowls of the air 
lodged in the branohos of it. 

20 And again he said, Whereunto 
shall I liken the kingdom of God? 

21 It ib like leaven, whiob a woman 
took and bid in three measures of 
moal, till the whole was leavened. 

22 And be went through the cities 
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and villages, teaching, and journeying j 
towards Jerusalem. i 

23 And there said one onto him, 

Lord, are there few only that be 
saved? and he answered him, and 
said, p 

24 Strive to enter in at the straight 
gate; for I flay nnto you, Many shall 
seek to enter in, and shall not be 
able; for the Lord shall not always 
9trive with man. 

25 Therefore, when once the Lord 
of the kingdom is risen up, and hath 
shut tho door of the kingdom, then ye 
shall 9tand without, and'-knock at the 
door, saying, Lord, Lord, open unto 
us. But the Lord shall answer and 
say unto yon, I will not receive you, 
for ye know not from whence ye are. 

26 Then Bhnll ye begin to say. We 
have eaten and drank in thy pre¬ 
sence, and thon hast taught in our 
streets. 

27 But ho shall Bay, I tell you, ye 
know not from whence ye are; do- 
part from me, all workers of in¬ 
iquity. 

28 There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth among you, when 
ye shall ace Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, and all tho prophets, in the 
kingdom of God, and you are thrust 
out, 

20 And verily I aay unto you, They 
shall come from the east, and the 
west; and from the north, and the 
south, and shall sit down in the king¬ 
dom of God ; 

30 And, behold, there are last which 
shall be first, and there aro first which 
shall be last, and shall bo saved there 
in. 

31 And as ho was thus teaching, 
there came to him certain of tho 
Pharisees, flaying unto him, Get thee 
out, and depart henco ; for Herod will 
kill thee. 

32 And ho said unto them, Go ye 
and tell Herod, Behold, I oast out 
devils, and do cures to-day and to¬ 
morrow, and the third day I Bhall bo 
perfected. 

33 Nevertheless, I must walk to¬ 
day, and to-morrow, and tho third 
day ; for it oannot be that a prophet 
perish out of Jerusalem. 

34 This he spake, signifying of his 
death. And in this very hour ho be¬ 
gan to weep over Jerusalem, 


35 Baying, 0 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou who killeat the prophets, and 
fltonest thorn who are sent unto thee; 
how often would I have gathered thy 
ohildren together, as a hen her brood 
under her wings, and ye would not. 

36 Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate. And verily I say unto 
you, Ye shall not know me, until ye 
havo received from the band of the 
Lord a just recompense for all your 
flins; until tho time come when y« 
shall say, Blessod is he who comcth 
in the name of the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Jesus htaldh the dropsy on the Sabbath— 

Parable of the wading—Parable of the 

great supper — Men are to forsake all for 

Christ . 

ND it came to pasa, as he weni 
into the house of one of the 
chief Pharisees to eat bread on the 
Sabbath day, that they watched him. 

2 And, behold, there was a certain 
mau beforo him, who had the dropsy. 

3 And Jesus spake unto the layers, 
and Pharisees, saying, Is it lawful to 
heal on the Sabbath day ? 

4 And they held their peace. And 
he took the man, and healed him, and 
let him go ; 

5 And epake unto them again, say¬ 
ing, Which of you shall have an ox 
or an ass fallen into a pit, and will 
not straightway pull him out on the 
Sabbath day ? 

6 And they could not answer him to 
these things. 

7 And he put forth a parable unto 
thorn concerning those who were bid¬ 
den to a wedding; for he knew how 
they chose out the chief room9, and 
exaltod themselves one above another; 
wherefore he spake unto them, say¬ 
ing; 

8 When thou art bidden of any man 
to a wedding, sit not down in the 
highest room, lest a more honourable 
man than thou be bidden of him; 

9 And he who bade thee, with him 
who is more honourable, come, and 
say to thee; Give this man place; 
and thou begin with shame to take 
the lowest room. 

10 But when thou art bidden, go 
and sit down in the lowest room; 
that when he who bade thoo, oometh, 
ho may say unto thee, Friend, go up 
higher; then shall thou have honour 
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of God, in the presence ef them who 
sit at meat with thee. 

11 For whosoever exalteth himself 
ahull be abased ; and ho who hum- 
bleth himself shall be exalted. 

12 Then said he also concerning 
him who bade to the wodding, When 
thou makoBt a dinner, or a supper, 
call not thy friends, nor thy brethren, 
neither thy kinsmen, our rich neigh¬ 
bours ; lost they also bid thee again, 
and a recompense bo made thee. 

13 But when thou makest a feast, 
call tho poor, the maimed, the lame, 
the blind, 

U And thou shalt be blessed; for 
they cannot recompense thco; for 
thou shalt bo recompensed at tho re¬ 
surrection of the just. 

15 And when one of thorn who sat at 
meat with him, hoard these things, he 
said unto him, Blessed is he who shall 
eat bread in the kingdom of God. 

16 Then said he unto him, A cer¬ 
tain man made a great supper and 
bade many; 

17 And sent bis servants at supper 
time, to say to them who were bid¬ 
den, Come, for all things are now 
ready. 

18 And they all, with one consent, 
began to make oxcuso. The first 
said unto him, I have bought a piece 
of ground, and I must needs go And 
boo it; I pray thee have mo excused. 

19 And another said, I have bought 
five yoko of oxen, and I go to prove 
thorn ; I pray thco have me excused. 

20 And anothor said, I have mar¬ 
ried a wife, therefore I cannot come. 

21 So tlmt sorvant came aud showed 
his lord these things. Then the mas¬ 
ter of Iho house, being angry, said to 
his servants, Go out quickly into tho 
streets and lanes of tho oity, and 
bring hither the poor, and tho 
maimed, tho halt and tho blind. 

22 And tho servant said, Lord, it is 
done as thou hast commanded, and 
yet there is room. 

23 The Lord said unto his servant, 
Go out into the highway, and hedgos, 
and oompol men to como in, that my 
house may bo fillod ; 

24 For I say unto you. That nono 
of those idod who wore biddon, shall 
taste of my supper. 

26 And when he had finished these 
layings, he deparlod thonoe, and 


9) 

thore went great multitudes with 
him, and he turned and said unto 
them, 

26 If any man oome to mo, and 
hate not his father, and mother, and 
wife, and children, and brethren, and 
sisters, or husband, yea and their 
own life also; or in other words, is 
afraid to lay down their life for my 
sake, oannot be my diBoiple. 

27 And whosoovor doth not bear his 
cross, and come after me, cannot bo 
my disciple. 

28 Wherefore, settle this in your 
hearts, that ye will do tho things 
which I shall teach, and command 
you. 

29 For which of you intending to 
build a tower, aitteth not down first, 
and counteth tho cost, whether he 
have money to finish his work ? 

30 Lest, unhappily, after he has 
laid the foundation and is not able to 
finish his work, all who behold, begin 
to mock him, 

31 Saying, This man began to build, 
and was not able to finish. And this 
be said, signifying there should not 
any man follow him, unless he was 
able to continue; saying, 

32 Or what king, going to make 
war against another king, siltcth not 
down first, and consultoth whether 
he be ablowith ten thousand, to moot 
him who oorneth against him with 
twenty thousand. 

33 Or elso, whilo tho other is yet a 
great way off, he sendoth an ernbas- 
9ago, and dosireth conditions of peace. 

34 So likowise, whosoever of you 
forsaketh not all that ho hath he 
cannot be my dUciple. 

35 Then certain of thorn e;nno to 
him, saying, Good Master, wo have 
Moses and the prophets, and whoso¬ 
ever shall live ny them, shall ho not 
have life ? 

36 And Jesus answorod, Baying, Ye 
kuow not Moses, noilher the prophets; 
for if yo had known them, yo would 
have bclievod on me; for to this in¬ 
tent thoy woro written. For I am 
Bent that ye might have life. There¬ 
fore I will likon it unto salt which is 
good; 

37 But if the salt has lost its sa¬ 
vour, wherewith shall it be seasonedT 

36 It is neilhor fit for the land, nor 
yot for the dung hill; men oast it 
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out. He who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. These things he said, 
signifying; that which was written, 
verily must all be fulfilled. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Parable of the loti sheep, and also the ten 
pieces of silver—PliTable of the prodigal 
son . 

rpnEN drew Dear unto him, many 
_L of the publicans, and sinners, to 
hear him. 

2 And the Pharisees and scribes 
murmured, saying, This man receivelh 
sinners and cateth with them. 

3 And he spake this parable unto 
them, saying; 

4 What man of you haring a hun¬ 
dred sheep, if he lose one of them, 
doth not leave the ninety and nine, 
and go into the wilderness after that 
which is lost, until he find it? 

5 And when he hath found it, he 
layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. 

0 And when he cometh home, he 
oalleth together his friends and neigh¬ 
bours, and saith unto them, Rejoice 
with me; for I hare found my sheep 
which was lost. 

7 I say unto you, that likewise joy 
shall be in heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth, moro than over ninety 
and nine just persons, who need no 
repentanoe. 

8 Either, what woman having ten 
ieces of silver, if she lose one piece, 
oth not light a candle, and sweep 

the house, and seek diligently till she 
find it? 

0 And when she hath found it, she 
oalleth her friends and neighbours 
together, saying, Rejoice with me; 
for I have found the piece which I 
had lost. 

10 Likewise I Bay unto you, there 
is joy in the presenoe of the angels 
of God over one Binnor who repent¬ 
eth. 

11 And he said, A oertain man had 
two sons; 

12 And the younger of them said 
to his father, Father, giro me the 
portion of goods whioh fallcth to mo. 
And be divided unto them his living. 

13 And not many days aftor, the 
younger son gathered all together, 
and took hie journey into a far coun¬ 
try, and there wasted his eubstanoe 
with riotous living. 

14 And when he had spent all, thore 


arose a mighty famine in that lund 
and he began to be in want. 

15 And he went and joined himself 
to a citizen of that country ; and be 
sent him into hie fields to feed swine. 

10 And he would fain have filled 
his belly with the husks which the 
swine did eat; and no man gave unto 
him. 

17 And when he came to himself he 
said. How many hired servants of inj 
father’s have bread enough and lu 
spare, and I perish with hunger 1 

18 I will arise and go to my father, 
and will say unto him, Father, I have 
Binned against heaven, and before 
theo; 

19 And am no more worthy to be 
called thy son; make me as one ot 
thy hired servants. 

20 And he arose and came to bin 
father. But when he was yet a great 
way ofT, his father saw him, and had 
compassion, and ran, and fell on bis 
neck, and kissed him. 

21 And the son said unto him, Fa¬ 
ther, I have sinned against heaven, 
and in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son. 

22 But the father said unto the 
servants, Bring forth the best robe, 
and put it on him; and pul a ring on 
his finger, and shoes on his feet; 

23 And bring hither the fatted calf, 
and kill it; and let us eat and he 
merry ; 

24 For this my son was dead, and 
is alive again ; he was lost, and is 
found. And they began to be merry. 

25 Now his elder Bon was in the 
field ; and as he came, and drew nigh 
to the house, he heard music and 
danoing. 

26 And he oalled one of the ser¬ 
vants, and asked what these thingi 
meant? 

27 And he said unto him, Thy bro¬ 
ther is oome; and thy father hath 
killed the fatted oalf, because he re¬ 
ceived him safe and sound. 

28 And he was angry, and would 
not go in ; therefore came his father 
out and entreated him. 

29 And he answering, said to his 
father, Lo, these many years do I 
serve thee, neither transgressed I at 
any time thy oommamlment; and 
thou never gaveBt me a kid, that ( 
might make merry with m> fiend*; 
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90 Bnt as soon &b this thy son was 
aome, who hath devoured thy living 
with harlots, thou hast killed for him 
the fatted calf. 

31 And he said unto him, Son, thou 
art ever with me; and all that I have 
is thino. 

32 It was meet that we ehould make 
merry, and be glad; for this thy bro¬ 
ther was dead, and is alive again; 
was lost, and is found. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Parable of the wise steward— Concerning 
putting away—History qf the rich matt 
and Lazarus. 

A ND he said also unto his disciples, 
There was a certain rich man 
who had a steward; and the same 
was accused unto him, that he had 
wasted his goods. 

2 And ho tnllod him, and said unto 
him, llow is it that I hear this of 
thee ? Give an acoount of thy stew¬ 
ardship ; for thou mayesl be ro longer 
steward. 

3 Then the steward said within him¬ 
self, What shall I do? For my lord 
taketh away from me the steward¬ 
ship. I cannot dig; to beg I am 
ashamed. 

4 I am resolved what to do, that, 
when I am put out of the steward¬ 
ship, thoy may reoeive me into thoir 
housos. 

5 So he called every one of his 
lord’s dobtors, and said unto the 
first, How much owest thou unto my 
lord ? 

fl And he said, A hundred measures 
of oil. And he said unto him, Take 
thy bill, and sit down quickly, and 
write fifty. 

7 Then said he to another, Aod how 
much owest thou? And he said, A 
hundred measures of whoat. And be 
said unto him, Take thy bill, and 
write fourscore. 

8 And the lord oommonded tho un¬ 
just steward, beoauso he had done 
wisely; for the children of this world 
aro wiser in their generation, than 
the children of light. 

0 And I say nnto you, Make to 
yourselves friends, of the mammon 
of unrighteousness; that when ye 
fail, they may receive you into ovor- 
lasting habitations. 

10 IIo who is faithful in that which 
is least. is faithful also in rnuoh ; and 


he who is unjust in the least, is also 
unjust in much. 

11 If therefore ye have not been 
faithful in the unrighteous mammon, 
who will commit to your trust the 
true riches ? 

12 And if ye have not been faithful 
in that which is another man’s, who 
shall give unto yon that which ts 
your own ? 

13 No servant can serve two mat¬ 
ters; for either he will bato the ono, 
and love the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Yo cannot servo God and 
mammon. 

14 And the Pharisees also who were 
covetous, heard all these things; and 
they derided him. 

15 And he said unto them, Ye are 
they who justify yourselves before 
men ; but God knoweth your hearts; 
for that which is highly esteemed 
among men, is An abomination in the 
sight of God. 

16 And tboy said unto him, We 
have the law, and the prophets; but 
rs for this man we will not receive 
him to be our rulor; for he makolh 
himsolf to bo a judge over us. 

17 Then said Jesus unto them, The 
law and the prophots testify of me; 
yea, and all the prophets who have 
written, even unto John, have fore¬ 
told of these days. 

18 Since that time, the kingdom of 
God is preaohed, and every man who 
soeketh truth presseth into it, 

19 It is easier for heaven and earth 
to pass, than for one tittle of the law 
to fail. 

20 And why teach ye the law, and 
deny that wbioh is written ; and oon- 
domn him whom the Father hath 
sent to fulfil tho law, that you might 
all be redeemed ? 

21 0 fools! for you bave said in 
your hearts, There is no God. And 
you pervert the right way; and the 
kingdom of heaven euffereth violenoe 
of you; and you persecute the meek; 
and in your violonoo you seek to de¬ 
stroy the kingdom; and ye take the 
children of the kingdom by force. 
Woe unto you, ye adultorers ! 

22 And thoy reviled him again, l*e- 
ing angry for the saying, that they 
were adultorors. 

23 But be continued. Baying, Who- 
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soever putteth away his wife, and I 
marrieth another, committeth adul¬ 
tery ; and whosoever marrieth her 
who is put away from her husband, 
committeth adultery. Verily I eay 
unto you, I will liken you unto the 
rich man. 

24 For there was a certain rich man, 
who was clothed in purplo, and fine 
linen, an<f fared sumptuously every 
day. 

25 And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, who was laid at his 
gate, full of sores, 

26 And desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich man's 
table; moreover the dogs came and 
lioked his sores. 

27 And it came to pass, that the 
beggar died, and was carried of the 
angels into Abraham's bosom. The 
rioh man also died, and was buried. 

28 And in hell he lifted np his 
eyes, being in torments, and saw 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom. 

29 And he cried, and said, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on mo, and 
send Lazarus that he may dip the tip 
of his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; fori am tormented in this 
flame. 

30 But Abraham said, Son, remem¬ 
ber that thou in thy lifetime receiv- 
edst thy good things, and likewise 
Lazarus, ovil things; but now he is 
comforted, and thou art tormented. 

31 And beside all this, between ue 
and yon, there is a great gulf fixed; 
so that they who would pass from 
hence to you, cannot; neither can 
they pass to us that would come from 
thence. 

32 Then he said, I pray thee there¬ 
fore, father, that thou wouldest send 
him to my father’s house, 

33 For I have five brethren, that he 
may testify unto them, lost they also 
come into this place of torment. 

34 Abraham said unto him, They 
have Moses and the prophets; let 
them hear them. 

36 And he said, Nay, father Abra¬ 
ham ; but if one went unto them from 
the dead, they will repent. 

36 And he said unto him, If they 
Jiear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, though 
one should rise from the dead. 


CHAPTER XVTL 

Woe for offences—The ten leper t—The com¬ 
ing of Christ as a thief in the night — 79m 

gathering of the taints. 

HEN said he unto the disciples, 
It is impossible but that offences 
will come; but woe to him through 
whom they come. 

2 It were better for him that a mill¬ 
stone were hanged about his neck, 
and ho cast into the sea, than that he 
should offend one of these liLlle ones. 

3 Take heed to yourselves. If your 
brother trespass against you, rebuke 
him; and if he repent, forgive him. 

4 And if he trespass against you 
seven times in a day, and seven times 
in a day turn to yon again, saying, I 
repent; you shall forgive him. 

5 And the apostles said nnto him, 
Lord, increase our faith. 

6 And the Lord said. If you had 
faith as a grain of mustard seed, you 
might Bay unto this sycamore tree, Be 
thou plucked np by the roots, and be 
thou planted in the sea; and it should 
obey you. 

7 -But who of yon, having a servant 
ploughing, or feeding cattle, will say 
unto him when he is come from the 
field, Go and sit down to meal? 

8 Will he not rather say unto him, 
Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and gird yourself and serve me till I 
have eaten and drunken; and after¬ 
ward, by and by, you shall eat and 
drink ? 

9 Doth he thank that servant be¬ 
cause he doeth the things which were 
commanded him? I say nnto you, 
Nay. 

10 So likewiso ye, when ye shall 
have done all those things which are 
commanded you, eay, We are unpro¬ 
fitable servants. We have done that 
which was no more than our duty to do. 

11 It came to pass, as he went to 
Jerusalem, that he passed through 
the midst of Galilee and Samaria. 

12 And aa he entered into a certain 
village, there met him ten men who 
were lepers, who stood afar off; 

13 And they lifted up their voices, 
and said, Jesus, Master, have mercy 
on us. 

14 And he said nnto them, Go show 
yourselves unto the priests. And it 
came to pass, as they went, they wor* 
cleansed. 
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15 One of them, when ho saw he was 
healed, turnod back, and with a loud 
voice glorified God, 

lf» And fell down on his face at Je¬ 
sus’ fed, giving him thanks; and ho 
was a Samaritan. 

17 And Jesus answering, said, Were 
there not ten cleansed ? But where 
are the nine? 

18 Thcro are not found that re¬ 
turned to give glory to God, save 
this stranger. 

19 And ho said unto him, Arise, go 
thy way; thy faith bath made thee 
whole. 

20 And when ho was demanded of 
the Pharisees, when the kingdom of 
God should come, he answered them, 
and said, The kingdom of God oornoth 
not with observation; 

21 Neither shall they say, Lo, hero ! 
or, Lo, there ! For, behold, tho king¬ 
dom of God has already come unto you. 

22 And he said unto his disciples, 
The days will come, when they will 
dcBire to seo one of tho days of the 
Son of Man, and they shall not see it. 

23 And if they shall say to you. See 
hero! or, See there! Go not after 
them, nor follow thorn. 

24 For as the light of tho morning, 
that shineth out of the one part under 
hoaven, and lighlenoth to the other 

art undor hoaven ; so shall also the 

on of Man bo in his day. 

25 But first he must suffor many 
things, and be rejected of this gene¬ 
ration. 

20 And as it was in the days of Noe; 
so shall it be also in the days of tho 
Son of Man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, they 
married wives, they were given in 
marriage, until the day that Noe en¬ 
tered into the ark, and the Hood came, 
and destroyed them all. 

28 Likewise also as it was in the 
days of Lot; they did eat, they drank, 
they bought, they sold, they planted, 
they builded; 

29 But the same day that Lot went 
out of Sodom, it rained fire and brim¬ 
stone from heaven, and destroyed 
them all. 

HO Even thus shall it be in the day 
whon the Son of Man iB revealed. 

31 In that day, the disciple who 
shall be on (he housetop, and nis stuff 
in the house, lot him not oome down 


to take it away; and he who is in I he 
field, lot him likowise not return back 

32 Remember Lot's wife. 

33 Whosoever shall seek to save his 
life, shall lose it; and whosoever shall 
lose his life, shall preserve it. 

34 I tell you, in that night there 
shall bo two in one bed ; the one shall 
be taken, and the other left. Two 
shall be grinding together; the ono 
shall be taken, and the other left. 

35 Two shall be in the field; the 
one shall be taken, and the other left. 

30 And they answered and said unto 
him. Where, Lord, shall they be taken. 

37 And ho said unto them, Where¬ 
soever tho body is gathered; or, in 
other words, whithersoever the saints 
are gathered, thither will the eagles 
be gathered together; or, thither will 
tho remainder bo gathered together. 

38 This he spake, signifying the 
gathering of his saints; and of an¬ 
gels descending and gathering the 
remainder unto them ; tho ono from 
the bed, the other from the grinding, 
and the other from the field, whither¬ 
soever he liateth. 

39 For verily there shall he new 
heavens, and a new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness. 

40 And there shall bo no unclean 
thing; for the earth becoming old, 
even as a garment, having waxed in 
corruption, wherefore it vanisheth 
away, and the footstool remaineth 
sanctified, cleansed from all sin. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Unjust judge—Pharisee and Publican—The 

commandments — No security in riches — 

Christ blesses children. 

ND he spake a parable unto 
(hem, saying, that men ought 
always to pray and not faint. 

2 Saying, There was in a oity a 
judge, who feared not God, nor re¬ 
garded man. 

3 And there was a widow in that 
city; and she came unto him, saying, 
Avenge me of mine adversary. 

4 And he would not for a while; but 
aftorward, he said within himself, 
Though I fear not God, nor regard 
man ; 

5 Yet beoause this widow troublcth 
me, I will avenge her; Idht, by her con¬ 
tinual coming she weary me. 

0 And the Lord said, Hear what the 
unjust judge saith. 
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7 And shall not Qod avenge his own 
elect, who cry day and night unto 
hi in. though he bear long with men? 

s [ tell you that he will come, and 
when ho docs come, be will avenge 
his s:iint3 speedily. Nevertheless, 
when the Son of Man comelh, shall 
lie lind faith on the earth? 

9 Ho spake this parable unto cer¬ 
tain men, who trusted in themselves 
that they wero righteous, and despised 
others. 

10 Two men went up into the tem¬ 
ple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and 
(he other a publican. 

11 The Pharieco stood and prayed 
thus with himself; God, I thank thee 
that I am not as other men, extor¬ 
tioners, unjust, adulterers ; or even as 
this publican. 

12 I fast twice in the week; I give 
tithes of all that I possess. 

13 But the publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up bo much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his 
breast, Baying, God, be merciful to 
me a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went down 
to his house justified, rather than the 
other; for every one who exalteth 
himsolf, shall be abased; and he who 
humbletb himself, shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him also, 
infants, that he might touch them ; 
but when his disciples saw it, they 
rebuked them. 

16 But Jesus oalled them, and said, 
Suffer little children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not; for of such is 
the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you, Whoso¬ 
ever will not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, shall in do wise 
enter therein. 

18 And a certain ruler asked him, 
saying, Good Master, what shall I do 
to inherit eternal life? 

19 Josua said unto him, Why 
oallest thou me good ? None is good, 
save one, that is, God. 

20 Thou knowest the command¬ 
ments; Do not commit adultery. Do 
not kill. Do not steal. Do not bear 
false witness. Hondfcr thy father 
and thy mother. 

And he said, All theso have I 
kept from my youth up. 

22 Now when Jesus heard these 
things, he said unto him, Yet thou 


lackest one thing; sell all that thou 
ha9t, and distribute unto the poor, 
and thou Bhalt have treasure in 
heaven, and come, follow me. 

2.3 And when he heard this, he was 
very sorrowful ; for he was very rich. 

24 And when Jesus saw that he was 
very sorrowful, he said, llow hardly 
Bhall they who have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God ! 

25 For it is easier for a camel to go 
through a needle’s eye, than for a rioh 
man to enter into the kingdom of God. 

26 And they who heard, said unto 
him, Who then can be saved? 

27 And he said unto them, It is im¬ 
possible for them who trust in riches, 
to enter into the kingdom of God ; 
but he who foreaketh the things which 
are of this world, it is possible with 
God, that he should enter in. 

28 Then Peter said, Lo, wc have 
left all, and followed thee. 

29 And he said unto them, Verily I 
say unto you, There is no man who 
has left house, or parents, or brethren, 
or wife, or children, for the kingdom 
of -God’s sake, 

30 Who shall not receive manifold 
more in this present time: and in the 
world to come, life everlasting. 

31 Then he took the twelve, and 
said unto them, Behold, we go up to 
Jerusalem, and all things which are 
written by the prophets concerning 
the Son of Man, snail be accomplished. 

32 For he shall be delivered unto 
the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and 
spitefully entreated, and spitted on. 

33 And they shall scourge and put 
him to death ; and the third day he 
shall ri9e again. 

34 And they understood none of 
these things ; and this saying was hid 
from them ; neither remembered they 
the things which were spoken. 

35 And it came to pass, as he was 
cotne nigh unto Jeribho, a certain 
blind man sat by the wayside beg¬ 
ging- 

36 And hearing the multitude pass 
by, he asked what it meant. 

37 And they told him that Jesus of 
Nazareth passed by. 

38 And he oried, saying, Jesus, son 
of David, have meroy on mo. 

39 And they who went before, re¬ 
buked him, telling him that he should 
hold his peace; but he cried so uiucb 



CHAPTER XIX. 97 


Ihe more, saying, Son of David, have 
mercy on me. 

40 And Jcbub stood, and command¬ 
ed him to bo brought unto him; and 
when ho was come near, he askod 
him, 

41 Saying, What wilt thou that I 
shall do unto thee? and he eaid, 
Lord, that I may receive my sight. 

42 And JeBue said unto him, Re¬ 
ceive thy Bight; thy faith hath saved 
theo. 

43 And immediately he received hie 
sight; and he followed him, glorify¬ 
ing God. And all the disciples when 
they saw this, gave praise unto God. 

CHAPTER XTX 

Zacchtw— I’b.rabU of the ten tenants — 
Christ'* entry into Jerusalem, 

NI) Jesus entered, and passed 
through Jericho. 

2 And behold, there was a man 
named Zaccheus, who was chief among 
the publicans; and he was rioh. 

3 And he sought to seo Jcbub, who 
he was; and could not for the proBS, 
bocauso ho wafl little of etnture, 

4 And he ran before, and climbed 
up into a sycamore tree to bco him; 
lor ho was to pass that way. 

5 And when Jesus came to the place, 
ho looked up, and eaw him, and said 
unto him, Zaooheus, make haste, and 
come down; for to day I must abide 
at thy house. 

0 And he made haste, and came 
down, and reoeived him joyfully. 

7 And when the disciples saw it, 
they all murmured, saying, That he 
was gone to bo a guest with a man who 
is a sinner. 

8 And Zacoheus stood, and said 
unto the Lord, Behold, Lord, the 
half of my goods I give to the poor; 
and if I have taken any thing from 
any man by unjust means, I restore 
fourfold. 

9 And Jesus said unto him, This 
day is salvation oome to this house, 
forasmuch as he also is a son of 
Abraham; 

10 For the Son of Man is como to 
sock and to aave that which was loBt. 

11 And as they hoard these things, 
ho addod and spake a parable, be- 
oauso he was nign to Jerusalem, and 
because the Jews taught that the 
kingdom of God should immediately 
appear. 


12 He said therefore, A certain 
nohleman went into a far oountry to 
recoive for himself a kingdom, and 
to return. 

13 And he called hie ten servants, 
and delivered them ten pounds, and 
said unte them, Oocapy till I come. 

14 But his citizens hated him, and 
Bent a messenger after him, saying, 
We will not have this man to reign 
over us. 

15 And it came to pass, when he 
was returned, having reoeived the 
kingdom, then he commanded these 
servants to be called unto him, to 
whom he had given tho money, that 
he might know how much evory man 
had gained by trading. 

16 Then came the first, saying, 
Lord, thy pound hath gained ten 
pounds. 

17 And he said unto him, Well done, 
thou good servant; because thou bast 
been faithful in a very little, have 
thou authority over ten citios. 

18 And the second came, saying. 
Lord, thy pound hath gained five 
pounds. 

19 And he eaid likewise to him, Be 
thou also over five cities. 

20 And another came, saying, Lord, 
behold thy pound which I have kept 
laid up in a napkin ; 

21 For I feared thee, booause thou 
art an austere man; thou takest up 
that thou layedst not down, and 
rcapost that thou didst not sow. 

22 And he Baid unto him, Out of 
thine own mouth will I judge thee, 
0 wicked servant. Thou knewest 
that I was an austere man, taking 
up that I laid Dot down, and reaping 
that I did not bow. 

23 Wherefore then, gavost not thon 
my money into the bank, that at my 
coming I might have reoeived mine 
own with usury ? 

24 And he said unto thorn who stood 
by, Take from him the pound, and 
give it to him who hath ten pounds. 

25 For I say unto you, That unto 
every one who oooupieth, shall be 
givon; and from him who oocupiotb 
not, even that ho hath reoeived shall 
be taken away from him. 

26 But those mine enemies, who 
would not that I should reign over 
them, bring them hither, and slay 
them hefore me. 
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27 And when he had thus spoken, 
he went before, asconding up to Jc- 
ruBftlem. 

28 And it came to pas?, when ho 
was come nigh to Betnpage and Be¬ 
thany, at the mount called the mount 
of Olives, ho Bent two of hie disci¬ 
ples ; 

20 Saying, Go ye into tho village 
over against you, in the which at 
your entering ye shall find a colt tied, 
whereon yet never man sat; loose 
him, and hring him to me. 

30 And if any man ask you, Why 
do ye loose tho colt ? Thus shall ye 
say unto him, Becauso the Lord hath 
need of him. 

31 And they who were sent, went 
their way, and found even as he had 
said unto them. 

32 And ns they wore loosing the 
colt, the owners thereof said unto 
them, Why loose ye tho colt? 

33 And they said, The Lord hath 
need of him. 

34 And they brought him to Jesus; 
and they cast their garments upon 
the coll, and they set Jesus theroon. 

35 And as he went, they spread 
their clothes in tho way. 

30 And when he was eomo nigh, 
even now at the descent of the mount 
of Olives, the whole multitudo of the 
disciples began to rejoice, and praiso 
God with a loud voice, for all the 
mighty works that they had Been ; 

37 Saying, Blessed is tho King 
who oometh in the name of the 
Lord, peace in heaven, and glory in 
the highest! 

38 And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude, said unto him, 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. 

39 And he answered and said unto 
them, If these should hold their 
peace, the stones would immediately 
cry out. 

40 And when he was come near, he 
beheld the city, and wept over it; 

41 Saying, If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, 
the things whioh belong unto tby 
peace 1 But now they are hid from 
thine eyes. 

42 For the days shall oomo upon 
thee, that thine enemies shall cast a 
trench about tbee, and oompass tbee 
round, and keep thee in on every 
ude; 


43 And shall lay thee even with 
the ground, and thy children within 
thee, rind they shall not leavr- in 
thee, one stone upon another; hr 
cause thou knewest not the time of 
thy visitation. 

44 And he went into the temple, 
and began to cast out them who sold 
therein, and them who bought, 

45 Saying unto them, It is written, 
My house is a house of prayer; but 
yc have made it a den of thieves 

40 And he taught daily in thv 
tcmplo. But the chief priests, and 
the scribes, and the chief of the peo¬ 
ple sought to destroy him, 

47 And could not find what they 
might do; for all the people were 
very attentive to hear him. 

CIIAPTEn XX. 

The baptism of John—Parable of the vine 
yard—Christ asked concerning the. tribute 
—Of divorcement^ and marriage in the re¬ 
surrection. 

A ND it came to pass, that on one 
of those days, ns he taught the 
people in the temple, and preached 
tho gospel, the chief priests, and the 
scribes, came upon him with the 
elders, 

2 And spake unto him, saying, Tell 
ns, by what authority docst tbou these 
things? Or, who is he who gave thee 
this authority ? 

3 And he answered, and said unto 
them, I will also ask you one thing ; 
answer me. 

4 Tho baptism of John ; was it from 
heaven, or of men ? 

5 And they reasoned with them 
salvos, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven ; he will say, Why then be¬ 
lieved ye him not ? 

0 And if we say, Of men, all the 
people will stone us; for they are 
persuaded that John was a prophet. 

7 And they answered that they 
could not tell whenco it was. 

8 Jesus said unto them, Neither tell 
I you, by what authority I do these 
things. 

9 Then began he to speak to the 
people, this parable. A certain man 
laDtod a vineyard, and let it out to 
usbandmen, and went into a far 
country for a long time. 

10 And at the Beason of tho harvest, 
he sent bis sorvant to the busband- 
men, that they should give him of 
| the fruit of the vinoyard : hut the 
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husbandmen beat him. and sent him 


away imply. 

11 And again lie sent anolher ser¬ 
vant ; and they heat him also, and 
entreated him shamefully, and sent 
him away empty. 

12 And again he sent a third, and 
Ihey wounded him also, and oast him 
out. 

13 Then said tho lord of the vino- 
yard, What shall I do ? I will send 
my beloved son ; it may be, they will 
reverence him, when they see him. 

14 Dut when the hushandmen saw 
him, they reasoned among them¬ 
selves, saying, This is the heir; come, 
let us kill him, that the inheritance 
may be ours. 

15 So they cast him out of the vino- 
yard, and killed him. What theforo 
shall tho Lord of the vineyard do 
nnto them ? 

10 He shall come and dostroy those 
husbandmen, and shall givo the vine¬ 
yard to othors. And when thoy hoard 
this, they said, God forbid! 

17 And ho beheld them, and said, 
What is this then which is written, 
Tho stone which the builders ro- 
jeotod, the same is become the head 
of the corner? 

18 Whoever shall fall upon that 
stone, shall be broken ; but on whom¬ 
soever it shall fall, it shall grind him 
to powder. 

19 And the chief priests, and the 
scribes, tho same hour, sought to lay 
hands on him ; but thoy feared the 

eople ; for they porceived that he 

ad spoken this parable against 
them. 

20 And they watched him, and sent 
forth spies, who should feign them¬ 
selves just men, that they might take 
hold of his words, that so doing, they 
might deliver him to tho power and 
authority of the governor. 

21 And they askod him, saying, 
Master, wo know that thou sayeat and 
teaohest rightly; noither regardost 
thou the person of any, but teochest 
the way of God truly. 

22 Is it lawful for-us to give tribute 
unto Caesar, or no ? 

23 But ho porooived their craftiness, 
and said unto thorn, Why tempt ye 
me ? 

24 Show me a penny. Whose 
Image and superscription hath it? 


00 

Thoy answered, and said, Ciesar’s. 

25 And ho said unto them, Render 
thereforo unto Caesar, I lie things 
which bo Crcsar's; and unto God, 
the things which be God’s. 

26 And they could not take hold of 
bis words before the people, and they 
marvelled at his answer, and held 
their peace. 

27 Then carno to him certain of the 
Sadduceos, who deny there is any re¬ 
surrection ; and they nskccl him, 

28 Saying, Master, Moses wrote 
unto us, saying, If any man’s brother 
die, leaving a wife, and he die with¬ 
out children, that his brother should 
take his wife, and raise up seed unto 
his brother. 

29 There were thereforo seven bre¬ 
thren ; the first took a wife, aud died 
without children. 

30 And tho second took her to wife, 
and died ohildless. 

31 And tho third took her in liko 
manner; and the 60 vcn also; and 
they loft no children, and died. 

32 And last of all, tho woman died 
also. 

33 Thorcforo in the resurrection, 
whose wife of them is she; for seven 
had her to wifo ? 

34 And Jesus answering, said unto 
them, Tho children of this world 
marry and are given in marriage; 

35 But they who shall be accounted 
worthy to obtain that world, through 
resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry nor are given in marriage. 

38 Neither can they die any moro; 
for thoy are equal unto the angels; 
and are Lho children of God, boing 
tho children of the resurrection. 

37 Now that tho dead are raised, 
even Moses showod at tho bush, when 
he calleth the Lord, tho God of Abra¬ 
ham, and tho God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob. 

38 For he is not a God of tho dead, 
but of the living; for all live unto 
him. 

39 Then certain of the scribes an¬ 
swering, said, Mastor, thou hast well 
said. 

40 Aod after that thoy durst not 
ask him any question at all. 

41 And ho said unto thorn, How say 
thoy that ChriBt is David's son? 

42 And David himself said in the 
book of Psalms, The Lord said unt4 
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my Lord, Sit thou od my right hand, 

43 Till I make thine enemies thy 
footstool. 

44 David thereforecallethhim Lord; 
how is ho then hia eon ? 

45 Then in the audience of all the 
people, he said unto his disciples, 

40 Beware of the scribes, who do- 
airo to walk in long robes, and love 
greetings in the markets, and the 
highest seats in the synagogues, and 
the chief rooms at feasts; 

47 Who devour widows’ houses, and 
for a show, make long prayers ; the 
same shall receive greater damnation. 
CHAPTER XXI. 

Hit widow’s mile—Destruction of Jerusa¬ 
lem — Signs of ChrisCs coming — Tribula¬ 
tion of the Jews—Parable of the Jig tree — 
Undue cares of the world forbidden. 

ND he looked up, and saw the 
rich men casting in their gifts 
into the treasury; 

2 And saw also, a certain poor widow 
casting in thither two mites. 

3 And he said, Of a truth I say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast 
in more than they all. 

4 For all these have of their abun¬ 
dance oast in UDto the offerings of 
God ; but she of her penury hath cast 
in all the living that she had. 

5 And as some spake of the temple, 
how it was adorned with goodly 
stones, and gifts, he said, 

0 These things which ye behold, the 
days will come, in the which there 
shall not he left one stone upon an¬ 
other, which shall not he thrown 
down. 

7 And the disciples asked him, say¬ 
ing, Master, when shall these things 
be? And what sign wilt thou show, 
when these things shall come to 
pass ? 

8 And he said, The time draweth 
near, and therefore take heed that ye 
be not deceived; for many shall come 
in my name, saying, I am Christ; go 
ye not therefore after them. 

9 And when ye shall hear of wars 
and commotions, be not terrified; for 
these things must first oome to pasB; 
but this is not the end. 

10 Then said he unto them, Nation 
shall rise against nation, and king¬ 
dom against kingdom; and great 
earthquakes shall be in divers places, 
and famine, and pestilences; and 


fearful sights, and great Bigns shall 
there bo from heaven. 

11 But before all these things shall 
come, they shall lay their hands on 
you, and persecute you; delivering 
you up to the synagogues, and into 
prisons; being brought before king? 
and rulers for my name’s sake. 

12 Settle this therefore in yoor 
hearts, not to meditate before what 
ye shall answer: 

13 For I will give you a mouth ami 
wisdom, which all your adversaries 
shall not be able to gainsay nor re 
sist. 

14 And it shall turn to you for a 
testimony. 

15 And ye shall be betrayed holh 
by parents, and brethren, and kins 
folk, and friends; and some of you 
shall they cause to be put to death. 

10 And ye shall be hated of all the 
world for my name’s sake. 

17 But there shall not a hair of 
your head perish. 

18 In your patience possess ye your 
souls. 

19 And when ye shall see Jerusalem 
compassed with armies, then know 
that the desolation thereof is 
nigh. 

20 Then let them who are in Judes 
flee to the mountains; and let them 
who are in the midst of it, depart 
out; and let not them who arc in th« 
countries, return to enter into Ihi* 
city. 

21 For these be the days of ven 
geanee, that all things which are 
written may be fulfilled. 

22 But woe unto them who are with 
child, and to them who give suck, in 
those days ! For there shall be great 
distress in the land, and wrath upon 
this people. 

23 And they shall fall by the edge 
of the sword, and shall be led away 
captive into all nations ; and Jerusa¬ 
lem shall he trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the time of the Gen¬ 
tiles be fulfilled. 

24 Now these things he spake unto 
them, concerning the destruction of 
Jerusalem. And then his disciples 
asked him, saying, Master, tell us con 
ceraing thy coming? 

25 And he Answered them, and said, 
In the generation in which the times 
of the Gentiles shall be fulfilled, there 
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■hall be signs in the sun, arid in the 
moon, and in the Blurs; and upon the 
earth distress of nations with per¬ 
plexity, like the sea and the waves 
roaring. The earth also shall ho 
troubled, and tho wators of the great 
deep; 

26 Men's hearts failing them for 
fear, and for looking after those 
things which are coming on the earth. 
For the powers of heaven shall he 
shaken. 

27 And when these things begin to 
come to pass, then look up and lift up 
your heads, for tho day of your re¬ 
demption draweth nigh. 

28 And then Bhall they see the Son 
( f Man comiDg in a cloud, with power 
Lnd groat glory. 

29 And he Bpako to them a parable, 
saying, Behold the fig treo, and all the 
trees. 

30 When they now shoot forth, ye 
sec, and know of your own selves, 
that summer is now nigh at hand. 

31 So likewise ye, whon ye Bee these 
things como to pass, know yo that the 
kingdom of God is nigh at hand. 

32 Verily f say unto you, this gen- 
erutiou, the generation when the 
times of tho Gentiles be fulfilled, shall 
not pass away till all be fulfilled. 

33 Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my word shall not pass 
away. 

34 Let my disciples therefore take 
boed to themselves, lest at any time 
their hearts ho overcharged with sur¬ 
feiting, and drunkenness, and cares 
of this life, and that day como upon 
them unawares. 

35 For as a snare it shall come on 
all them who dwell on tho faoe of the 
whole earth. 

36 And what I say unto one, I say 
unto all, Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, and keep my commandments, 
that ye may bo countod worthy to 
escape all these things which Bhall 
oome to pass, and to stand before the 
Son of Man when he shall oome 
olothed in the glory of his Father. 

37 And in the day time, he was 
ceaohing in the temple ; and at night, 
he wcd t out and abode in the mount 
that is called Olivos. 

38 And the people cauto oarly in the 
morning to him in tho temple, to hoar 
him. 


CilAPTEH XXII. 

Judas betraydh Christ—Institution >\f Ju 

Lord's supper—ChrisCs agony—His ar¬ 
rest — I'eter denies him. 

OW tho feast of unleavened 
bread drew nigh, which is called 
the passover. 

2 And the chief priests, and the 
scribes, sought how they might kill 
him ; but they feared tho people. 

3 Then entered Satan iuto Judas, 
eurnamed Iscariot, being of the num¬ 
ber of the twelve. 

4 And ho went his way, and com¬ 
muned with the chief priests and 
the captains, how ho might betray 
him unto them. 

5 And they were glad, and cove¬ 
nanted to give him money. 

6 And he promised them, and sought 
opportunity to betray him unto them 
in tho absence of the multitude. 

7 Then came the day of unleavened 
bread, when the passover must bo 
killed. 

8 And he sent Peter and John, say¬ 
ing, Go, and prepare us tho passover, 
that wo may eat. 

9 And they said unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare. 

10 And ho said unto them, Behold, 
when ye have entered into the city, 
there shall a man meet you bearing 
a pitoher of water; follow him into 
the house where he entereth in. 

11 And ye shall say unto the good 
man of the house, The Master saith 
unto you, Where is the guest-cham¬ 
ber, where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples? 

12 And he shall show you a large 
upper room furnished; there make 
ready. 

13 And they went, and found as he 
had said unto them; and they made 
ready the passover. 

14 And when the hour was come, 
ho sat down, and the twelve apostles 
with him. 

15 And he said unto them, With 
dosire I have desired to eat this pass- 
over with you before I suffer; 

10 For I say unto yon, I will noi 
any more eat thereof, until it be ful¬ 
filled whioh is written in the prophets 
oonoerning mo. Then I will par¬ 
take with you, in the kingdom of 
God. 

17 And he took the oup, and gave 
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thanks, and said, Take this and di¬ 
vide among yourselves; 

18 For I say unto yon, that I will 
not drink of tho fruit of Ihe vino, 
until the kingdom of God 6hall come. 

10 And he took bread, and gave 
thank?, and hrake, and gave unto 
them, saying, This is my body which 
is given for you; this do in remem¬ 
brance of me. 

20 Likewise also the oup, after sup¬ 
per, Baying, This cup iB the new testa¬ 
ment in my blood which is shed for 
you. 

21 But behold, the hand of him who 
hetrayeth me iB with me on the table. 

22 And truly the Son of Man goeth 
as it was determined; but woe unto 
that man by whom he is betrayed. 

23 And they began to inquire among 
themselves, Who of them it was who 
should do this thing. 

24 There was also a strife among 
them, who of them should be ao- 
oounted the greatest. 

25 And he 6aid unto them, The 
kingB of the Gentiles exercise lord¬ 
ship over them, and they who exer¬ 
cise authority upon them, are oalled 
benefactors. 

26 But it ought not to be bo with 
you; but he who is greatest among 
you, let him be as the younger; and 
he who is chief, as he who doth serve. 

27 For whether is he greater, who 
sitteth at meat, or he who serveth? I 
am not as he who sitteth at meat, but 
I am among you as he who serveth. 

28 Ye are they who have continued 
with me in my temptations; 

29 And I appoint unto you a king¬ 
dom, as my Father hath appointed 
unto me ; 

30 That you may eat and drink at 
my table in my kingdom ; and sit on 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. 

31 And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold Satan hath desired you, that 
he may sift the ohildren of the king¬ 
dom as wheat. 

32 But I have prayed for you, that 
your faith fail not; and when you are 
converted strengthen your brethren. 

33 And he said unto him, being ag¬ 
grieved, Lord, I am ready to go with 
you, both into prison, and unto death. 

34 And the Lord said, I tell you, 
Peter that the cook shall not crow 


this day, before that you will thrie* 
deny that you know me. 

35 And he said unto them, When 1 
sent you without purse and scrip, m 
shoes, lacked yo any thing ? Ami 
they said, Nothing. 

30 Then said he unto them, I sav 
unto you again, lie who hath a purs** 
let him take it, and likewise his scrip 
and he who hath no sword, let him 
sell his garment and buy one. 

37 For I say unto you, This that if 
written must be accomplished in me, 
And he was reokoned among the 
transgressors; for the things con 
cerning me have an end. 

38 And they said, Lord, behold here 
are two swords. And he said unto 
them, It is enough. 

39 And he oame out, and went, at 
be was acouetomed, to the mount id 
Olives; and his disciples followed 
him. 

40 And when he was at the place, 
he said unto them, Pray that ye en 
ter not into temptation. 

41 And he was withdrawn from 
them about a stone's cast, and kneeled 
down and prayed, 

42 Saying, Father, if thou be willing, 
remove this cup from me; neverthe¬ 
less, not my will, but thine be done. 

43 And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven, strengthening 
him. 

44 And being in an agony, he prayed 
more earnestly ; and he sweat as it 
were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. 

45 And whon he rose up from pray 
er, and was oome to his disoiples, he 
found them Bleeping; for they were 
filled with sorrow ; 

46 And he said unto them, Why 
sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. 

47 And while he yet spoke, behold, 
a multitude, and he who was called 
Judas, one of the twelve, wont before 
them, and drew near unto Jesus to 
kiss him. 

4-8 But Jesus said unto him, Judas, 
betrayest thou the Son of Man with 
a kiss? 

49 When they who were about him, 
saw what would follow, they said 
unto him, Lord, shall we smite with 
the sword? 

50 And one of them smote the ser 
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rant of the high priest, and out off 

his right ear. 

51 And Jesus answered and said, 
Suffer ye thus far. And he touchod 
hie oar and healed him. 

52 Then Jesus said unto the chief 
priests, and cnptainB of the temple, 
and the elders, who woro come to him, 
Are ye come out as against a thief, 
with swords and Btaves? 

53 When I was daily with you in 
the tcmplo, yo Btretohed forth no hand 
against mo; but this is your hour, 
and the power of darkness. 

54 Then took thoy him, and led him, 
and brought him into the high priest's 
house : and Peter followed afar off. 

55 And when they had kindled a 
firo in the midst of the hall, and were 
set down together, Peter eat down 
among them. 

56 But a certain maid beheld him, 
as he sat by the fire, and earnestly 
looked upon him, and said, This man 
was also with him. 

57 And he denied him, Baying, Wo¬ 
man, I know him not. 

58 And after a little while another 
saw him, and said, Thou art also of 
them. And Peter said, Man, I am not. 

59 And about the epaoo of one hour, 
another confidently affirmed, snying, 
Of a truth, this man was also with 
him; for he is a Galilean. 

60 And Peter said, Man, I know not 
what thou sayeet. And immediately, 
while he yet spake, tho cook crew. 

61 And the Lord turned, and looked 
upon Peter. And Peter remembered 
the word of the Lord, how he had 
said unto him, Before the crow, thou 
shult deny me thrioe. 

02 And Peter went out, and wept 
bitterly. 

63 And tbe men who held Jesus, 
mocked him, and smote him. 

04 And when they had blindfolded 
him, they struck him on the faoe, 
and asked him, saying, Prophcoy, 
who is it who smote thee ? 

65 And many other things blas¬ 
phemously spake they against him. 

66 And as soon as it was day, the 
elders of the poople and the chief 
priests, and tne soribes, came to¬ 
gether, and led him into thoir oouncil, 

07 Saying, Art thon the Christ? 
Tell us. And he said unto them, If 
I tell you, ye will not believe. 


08 And If I also ask you, you will 
not answer mo, nor let me go. 

69 Hereafter shall the Son of Man sit 
on the right hand of the power of God. 

70 Then said they all, Art thou then 
the Son of God? And he said unto 
them, Ye say that I am. 

71 And they said, What need ye any 
further witness ? For we ourselves 
have heard of his own mouth. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Pilate lend* Jesus to Herod—Be it scourged 

and tent back — Scattering of Israel fore- 

toll — Christ crucified—Penitent thief— 

Jesus buried by Joseph of Arimathea. 

ND the whole multitude of thorn 
arose, and led him unto Pilate. 

2 And they bogan to accuso him, 
saying, Wo found this man pervert¬ 
ing the nation,and forbidding to give 
tribute to Cmsar, Baying, that he him¬ 
self is Christ, a king. 

3 And Pilate asked him, saying, 
Art thou the King of the Jews ? And 
he answered him, and said, Yea, thon 
sayeat it. 

4 Then said Pilate to the chief 
priests and people, I find no fault in 
this man. 

5 And they were the more fieroe, 
saying, He stirreth up the people, 
teaching throughout all Jewry, be¬ 
ginning from Galilee, to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard of Galilee, he 
asked whether the man wore a Gol- 
lilean. 

7 And aa soon as he knew that 
he belonged unto Herod's jurisdic¬ 
tion, he Bent him to Ilorod, who 
himself also was at Jerusalem at 
that time. 

8 And when Ilerod saw Jesus, he 
was exceeding glad ; for he was de¬ 
sirous to see him, of a long time, be¬ 
cause be had heard many things of 
him; and hoped to have seen some 
miracle done by him. 

9 Then he questioned with him in 
many words; but he answored him 
nothing. 

10 And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused him. 

11 And norod with bis meu of war 
set him at naught, and mocked him, 
and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, 
and sent him again to Pilate, 

12 And the samo day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together; 
for bofore this they were at enmity 
between themselves. 
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13 And Pilate, when he had called 
together the chief priests, and the 
rulers, and the people, 

14 8aid unto them, Yon have brought 
this man unto me, as one who pervert- 
eth the people; and behold, I, having 
examined him before jon, have found 
no fanlt in this man, touching those 
things whereof yo accuse him. 

15 No, nor yet Herod; for I sent 
you to him; and 1o, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him ; 

16 1 will therefore chastise him, and 
release him. 

17 For of necessity he must release 
one unto them at the feast. 

16 But they cried out all at once, 
saying, Away with this man, and re¬ 
lease unto us Barabbas; 

10 Who for certain sedition made in 
the city, and for murder, was oast 
into prison. 

20 Pilate therefore, willing to re¬ 
lease Jesus, Bpake again to them. 

21 But they cried, saying, Crucify 
him, Crucify him. 

22 And he said unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? 
I have found no cause of death in 
him; I will therefore chastise him, 
and let him go. 

23 And they were inBtant in loud 
voioes, requiring that he might be 
cruoified; and the voice of them, and 
of the ohief priests, prevailed. 

24 And Pilate gave sentence that it 
should be as they required. 

25 And he released unto them him 
who for sedition and mnrder was cast 
into prison, whom they had desired; 
and delivered Jesus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
coming ont of the conntry, and on him 
they laid the cross, that he might 
bear it after Jesus. 

27 And thero followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, 
who alsohewailed and lamented him. 

28 Bnt Jesus turned unto them and 
said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for mo, but weep for yourselves, 
and for yonr children. 

20 For behold, the days are coming, 
in the whioh they shall say, Blessed 
are the harren, and the wombs which 
never bare, and the paps whioh never 
gave Buok. 

30 Then shall they begin to say to 


the mountains, Fall on ns; and to lbs 
hills. Cover as. 

31 And if these things are doDe io 
the green tree, what shall be done 
the dry tree ? 

32 This he spake, signifying the 
scattering of Israel, and the desola¬ 
tion of the heathen, or in other words, 
the Gentiles. 

33 And there were also two others, 
, malefactors, led with him to be put i« 

death. 

I 34 And when they were come to (he 
| place which is called Calvary, th< r* 
they crucified him, and the malcfeo 
tors; one on the right hand, and tbs 
other on the left. 

35 Then said Jesus, Father, forgiw 
them; for they know not what lh>v 
do. (Meaning the soldiers who cru 
cified him,) and they parted his rai 
ment and cast lots. 

36 And the people stood, beholding, 
and the rulers also with them, deri 
ded, saying, He saved others ; let him 
save himself, if he be the Christ, the 
chosen of God. 

37 And the soldiers also mocked 
him, coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar, 

38 And saying, If thou be the King 
of the Jews, save thyself. 

30 And a superscription also waa 
written over him, in letters of Gre«*l<, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THIP IS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

40 And one of the malefactors who 
was crncificd with him, railed on 
him, saying, If thou be the Christ, 
save thyself and us. 

41 But the other answering, rehuked 
him, paying, Dost thon not fear Go.1, 
seeing thou art in the same condemns 
tion ? 

42 And we indeed justly ; for we re 
oeive the due reward of our deeds; 
bntthis man hath done nothing amiss. 

43 And he said to Jesus, Lord, re¬ 
member me when thon comest into 
thy kingdom. 

44 And Jesus said unto him, Verilr 
I say unto thee; To-day shalt thon 
be with me in Paradise. 

45 And it was about the sixth hour, 
and there was darkness over all tha 
earth until the ninth hour. 

46 And the son was darkened, and 
the veil of the temple was rent in tha 
midst. 
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47 Anri when Jesus had oried with 
a loud voioe, he said, Father, into 
thy liundfl I commend iny spirit. 
And having said thus, he gavo up 
the ghost. 

48 Now when the centurion saw what 
was done, he glorified God, saying. 
Certainly this was a righteous man. 

49 And all the people who came 
togethor to that sight, beholding the 
things which were done, smote thoir 
breasts, and returned. 

50 And all his acquaintance, and 
women who followed bim from Gali¬ 
leo, stood afar off, beholding these 
things. 

51 And, behold, a man named Jo¬ 
seph, a counsellor; a good man and 
a just one; 

52 Tho same day had not oonsontod 
to tho oouneel and deed of them; a 
man of Arimathca, a oity of tho 
Jews; who also himself waited for 
the kingdom of God. 

53 Ho went unto Pilate, and begged 
tho body of Jesus. 

54 Aud ho took it down and wrapped 
ll in linen, and laid it in a sepulonro, 
which was hewed iu a stone, wheroin 
never man before was laid. 

55 And that day was the prepara¬ 
tion, and the Sabbath drew on. 

56 And the women also, who oame 
with him from Galilee, followed after, 
and beheld the sopulchre, and how 
his body was laid. 

57 And they returnod, and prepared 
spices and ointmonts; and rested the 
Sabbath day according to the com¬ 
mandment. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

77 it women come to the sepulchre—Jesus talk- 
eth to two of hit disciples—He appears to 
(he apostles— Promises than the Holy Spirit 
—Ascends up into heaven. 

OW upon the first day of tho 
week, very early in tho morning, 
the women camo unto tho sepulchre, 
bringing the spices whioh they had 
prepared, and certain others with 
thorn. 

2 And they found the stone rolled 
away from the sepulchre, and two 
angels standing by it in shining 
garments. 

3 And they entered into the sepul¬ 
chre, and not finding the body of the 
Lord Jesus, tocy woro muoh perplex¬ 
ed thereabout; 


4 And were affrighted, and bowed 
down their faoes to the earth. But 
behold tho angels said unto them, 
Why seek ye the living among the 
dead? 

6 He is not hero, hut is risen. Re¬ 
member how he spake unto you 
when he was yet in Galilee, 

6 Saying, The Son of Man must be 
delivered into the hands of sinful 
men, and be orucified, and tho third 
day rise again ? 

7 And they remembered his words, 

8 And returnod from the sepulchre, 
and told all these things unto the 
eleven, and unto all the rest. 

9 It was Mary Magdalene, and Jo¬ 
anna, and Mary the mother of James, 
and other women who were with 
them, who told these things unto the 
apostles. 

10 And their words Becmed to them 
as idle tales, and they believed them 
not. 

11 Then arose Peter, and ran unto 
the sepulchre, and went in, and he 
beheld the linen olothes laid by thom- 
sclves, and doparted, wondering in 
himself at that whioh was oome to 
pass. 

12 And behold, two of them went 
that same day to a village oalled 
Emmaus, which was from Jerusalem 
three-soore furlongs. 

13 And they talked together of all 
these things which bad happened. 

14 And it came to pass, that while 
they communed together, and rea¬ 
soned, Jesus himself drew near, and 
went with them. 

15 But their eyes were holden, or 
oovered, that they oould not know 
him. 

16 And he said unto them, What 
manner of communications are these 
which you have one with another, as 
ye walk and are sad ? 

17 And one of them, whose name 
was Cleopae, answering, said unto 
him, Art thou only a stranger in 
Jerusalem, and hast not known the 
things whioh are come to paBS there 
in those days? 

18 And he said unto them, Whai 
things ? And they said unto him, 
Concerning Jesus of Naiareth, who 
was a prophet mighty in deed and 
word before God and all the people; 

19 And bow the chief priests and 
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oar rulers delivered him to be con¬ 
demned be death, and have ornoified 
him. 

20 But we trusted that it had heen 
he who should have redeemed Israel. 
And heeides all this, to-day is the 
third day since these things were 
done; 

21 Tea, and certain women also of 
our company made us astonished, who 
were early at the sepulchre; 

22 And when they found not his 
hody, they came, saying, that they 
had also Been a vision of angels, who 
said that he was alive. 

23 And certain of them who were 
with ub, went to the Bepulchre, and 
found it even so as the women had 
said ; but him they saw not. 

24 Then he said unto them, 0 fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken ! 

25 Onght not Christ to have suffered 
these things, and to enter into his 
glory ? 

26 And beginning at Moses and all 
the prophets, he expounded unto 
them in all the scriptures the things 
concerning himeelf. 

27 And they drew nigh unto the 
village whither they went; and he 
made as thongh he would have gone 
further. 

23 Bnt they constrained him, flay¬ 
ing, Abide with us ; for it is towards 
evening, and the day is far spent. 
And he went in to tarry with them. 

29 And it came to pass, as he sat at 
meat with them, that he took bread, 
and blessed, and brake, and gave to 
them. 

30 And their eyes were opened, and 
they knew him ; and ho wns taken up 
out of their sight. 

31 And they said one to another, 
Did not our hearts burn within us, 
while he talked with ub by the wny, 
and while he opened to ns the scrip¬ 
tures ? 

32 And they rose up the same hour 
and returned to Jerusalem, and found 
the eleven gatherod together, and 
those who were with thorn, 

33 Baying, The Lord is risen in¬ 
deed, and hath appeared to Simon. 

34 And they told what things they 
saw and heard in the way, and how 
he was kuown to them, in breaking 
broad. 


35 And as they thns spake, Jesui 
himself stood in the midst of thorn, 
and said unto them, Peace be unto 
yon. 

36 But they were terrified aud 
affrighted, and supposed that they 
had seen a spirit. 

37 And he said nnto them, Why are 
you troubled, and why do though!# 
arise in your hearts ? 

38 Behold my hands and my feel, 
that it is I, myBelf. Handle ir.-, 
and see; for a spirit hath not ficst 
and bones, ae you see me have. 

39* When he had thus spoken, he 
showed them his hands and hn 
feet. 

40 And while they yet wondered 
and believed not for joy, he pm.) 
unto them, Have ye here any meal 

41 And they gave him a piece of a 
broiled fish, and a honey oomb. 

42 And he took it and did eat be¬ 
fore them. 

43 And he said unto them, Tin-?* 1 
are the words which I spake un!o 
you while I was yet with you, ib;ii 
all things must be fulfilled whi-h 
were written in the law of Moses, ami 
in the prophets, and in the Psalm-, 
concerning me. 

44 Then opened he their undei 
standing, that they might understun I 
the scriptures, 

45 And said nnto them, Thus ii i.- 
written, and thns it behooved Chn-i 
to suffer, and to rise from the dcu! 
the third day; 

46 And that repentance and remin 
sion of sins should be preached in 
his name among all nations, begin 
ning at Jerusalem. 

47 And ye are witnesses of tb*'*o 
things. 

48 And, behold, I send the promise 
of my Father upon yon; bnt tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem, until ye !■<* 
endued with power from on high. 

49 And he led them out as far m 
Bethany, and he lifted up hin hordi 
and blessed them. 

50 And it came to pass, while lie 
blessed them, he was taken from 
them, and carried up into heaven. 

51 And they worshipped him, and 
returned to Jerusalem with great joy. 

52 And they were cuntiuually in 
the temple, praising and blessing 
God. Amen. 
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CHAPTER I. 

IV gospel preached in the beginning—John 

beareth record of the gospel, and of Christ 

—Is Elias—Andrew, Philip, and Peter 

called. 

N tho beginning was tbe gospel 
preaohed through the Son. And 
tbe gospel was the word, and the word 
was with the Son, and tho Son was 
with God, and the Son was of God. 

2 The same was in the beginning 
with God. 

3 All thingB were made by him ; and 
without him was not anything made 
which was made. 

4 In him was the gospel, and the 
goBpcl was tho lifo, and tho life was 
tbe light of tnon ; 

5 And the light shineth in the 
world, and tho world poroeiveth it 
not. 

6 Then was a man sont from God, 
whose name was John. 

7 The snme came into the world for 
a witness, to boar witnosB of tho light, 
to boar record of tho gospel through 
the Son, unto all, that through him 
men might believe. 

8 He was not the light, but oame to 
bear witness of that light, 

9 Which was the true light, which 
lightoth every man who oometb into 
the world; 

10 Even the Son of God. He who 
was in the world, and the world was 
made by him, and the world knew 
him not. 

11 He oame unto his own, and his 
own rocoived him not. 

12 But as many as rcooivcd him, to 
thorn gave ho power to bccoino the 
sons of God; only to thorn who he- 
lieve on his name. 

13 He was horn, not of blood, uor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of tho will 
of man, but of God. 

14 And the same word was made 
flesh, aud dwelt among us, and we 
beheld bis glory, tho glory as of the 
Only Begotten of the Father, full of 
grace and truth, 

15 John bear witness of him, and 
cried, saying, This is he of whom I 
spake; Ho who oometh aftor me, is 

J ireforred beforo mo ; for be was be- 
ore mo. 


16 For in the beginning was the 
Word, even the Son, who is made 
flesh, and sont unto ub by the will of 
the Father. And as many as believe 
on his name shall receive of his ful¬ 
ness. And of his fulness have all we 
reoeived, even immortality and eter¬ 
nal life, through his graoo. 

17 For the law was givon through 
Moses, but life and truth came through 
Jesus Christ. 

18 For the law was after a carnal 
commandment, to the administration 
of death; bat the gospel was after the 

owor of an endless life, through 

esus Christ, the only Begotten Son, 
who is in the hosom of the Father. 

19 And no man hath seen God at 
any time, except he hath borne ro- 
oord of the Son; for except it is 
through him no man can be saved. 

20 This is the reoord of John, wheD 
the Jowe sent priests and Levitei 
from Jerusalem, to ask him ; Who ar 
thou ? 

21 And he confessed, and denies 
not that he was Elias; but oonfessed, 
saying; I am not the Christ. 

22 And they asked him, saying; 
How art Lhou then Elias ? And he 
said; I am not that Elias who was to 
restore all things. And they asked 
him, saying, Art thou that prophet! 
And ho anBwed, No. 

23 Then said they unto him, Who 
art thou? that we may give an an¬ 
swer to them that sent us. What 
sayest thou of thyself? 

24 He said, I am the voice of one 
orying in the wilderness, Make 
straight the way of the Lord, as 
saith the prophet EBaias. 

25 And they who were sent were of 
the Pharisees. 

26 And they asked him, and said 
unto him; Why baptizest thou then, 
if thou be not the Christ, nor Elias 
who was to restore all things, neither 
that prophet? 

27 John answered them, saying; I 
baptize with wator, bnt there stand- 
elh one among you, whom ye know 
not; 

28 Ho it is of whom I bear record. 
He is tbe prophet, even Elias, who, 
coming after me, is preferred before 
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me, whose shoe’s latchet I am not 
worthy to unloose, or whose place I 
am not able to Gil; for he shall bap¬ 
tize, not only with water, but with 
fire, and with the Holy Ghost. 

29 Tho next day John seeth Jesus 
coming unto him, and said; Behold 
the Lamb of God, who taketb away 
tho Bin of the world ! 

30 And John bare record of him 
onto the people, saying, This is he of 
whom I said ; After me cometh a man 
who is preferred bofore mo; for he 
was before mo, and I knew him, and 
that he Bhould be made manifest 
to Israel; therefore am I come bap¬ 
tizing with water. 

31 And John bare record, saying; 
When he was baptized of me, I saw 
the Spirit descending from heaven 
like a dove, and it abode upon him. 

32 And I knew him; for he who 
sent me to baptizo with water, the 
same said unto me; Upon whom thou 
shalt see the Spirit descending, and 
remaining on him, the same is he 
who baptizoth with the Holy Ghost. 

33 And I saw, and bare record that 
this iB the Son of God. 

34 These things were done in Betha- 
bara, beyond Jordan, where John was 
baptizing. 

35 Again, the next day after, John 
stood, and two of his disciples, 

36 And looking upon Jesus as he 
walked, he said; Behold the Lamb of 
God! 

37 And the two disciples heard him 
speak, and they followed Jesus. 

38 Then Jesus turned, and saw 
them following him, and said unto 
them, What seek ye ? They say unto 
him, Rabbi, (which is to eay, being 
interpreted, Master;) Where dwcllest 
thou ? 

39 And he said unto them ; Come 
and see. And they came and saw 
where he dwelt, and abode with him 
that day ; for it was about the tenth 
hour. 

40 One of the two who heard John, 
and followed Jesus, was Andrew, 
Simon Peter's brother. 

41 He first findeth his own brother 
Simon, and said unto him, Wo have 
found the Messias, which is, being 
Interpreted, tho Christ. 

42 And be brought him to Jesus. 
And when Jesus beheld him, he said. 


Thou art Simon, the son of Jona, 
thou shalt be called Cephas, which 
is, by interpretation, a seer, or a stone. 
And they wero fishermen. And they 
straightway left all, and followed 
Jesus. 

43 The day following, Jesus would 
go forth into Galilee, and findeth 
Philip, and said unto him, Follow me. 

44 Now Philip was at Bethsaida, 
the city of Andrew and Peter. 

45 Philip findeth Nathaniel, and 
said unto him, We have found him, 
of whom Moses in the law, and the 
prophets, did write, Jesus of Nazareth, 
the son of Joseph. 

46 And Nathaniel said unto him, 
Can there any good thing come out 
of Nazareth? Philip said unto him, 
Come and see. 

47 Jesus saw Nathaniel coming 
unto him, and said of him, Behold 
an Israelite indeed, in whom is no 
guile! 

48 Nathaniel said unto him, Whence 
knowest thou me? Jesus answered 
and said UDto him, Before Philip 
called thee, wben thon wast under 
the fig tree, I saw thee. 

49 Nathaniel answered and eaiJ 
unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of 
God; thou art the King of Israel. 

50 Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Because I said nnto thee, I saw 
thee under tbe fig tree, believest thou ? 
Thou shalt see greater things than 
these. 

51 And he said unto him, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Hereafter ye 
shall see heaven open, and the angels 
of God ascending and descending 
upon tho Son of Man. 

CHAPTER II. 

Marriage, at Cana — Jesus driveth the traf¬ 
fickers out of the temple. 

ND on the third day of the week, 
there was a marriage in Cana 
of Qaliloe ; and the mother of Jesna 
was there. 

2 And Jesus was oalled, and hii 
disoiples, to tho marriage. 

3 And when thoy wantod wine, his 
mother said unto him, They have no 
wine. 

4 Jesus said unto her, Woman 
what wilt thou hare me do for thee f 
that will I do; for mine hour is not 
yet come. 

5 His mother said unto the servants, 
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Whatsoever he aaith nnto you, see 
that ye do it. 

0 There were set there six water- 
pots of stone, after the manner of the 
purifying of the Jews, containing 
two or three firkins apiece. 

7 Jesus Baid unto them, Fill the 
watorpots with water. And they filled 
them up to the brim. 

8 And he said, Draw out now, and 
bear unto the governor of the feast. 
And they bare unto him. 

9 When the governor of the feast 
had tasted the water which was made 
wine, (and he knew not whcnoe it 
was, but the servants who drew the 
water knew,) tho governor of the 
feast called the bridegroom, 

10 And said unto him, Every man 
at the beginning doth set forth good 
wine; and when men have well drunk; 
then that which is worse; hut thou 
bast kept the good wine until now. 

11 This beginning of miraoles did 
Josus in Cana of Qalilee, and mani¬ 
fested forth his glory ; and the faith 
of his disciples was strengthened in 
him. 

12 After this they wont down to 
Capernaum, he, and his mother, and 
his hrethren, and his disoiples; and 
they continued there not many days. 

13 And the Jews' passover was at 
hand, and Jesus went up to Jerusa¬ 
lem, 

14 And found in the temple those 
who Bold oxen, and sheep, and doves, 
and tho changers of money sitting. 

15 And when he had made a scourge 
of small cords, ho drove them all out 
of the temple, and the sheep, and tho 
oxen j and poured out tho changers’ 
money, and overthrew the tables; 

16 And said unto them who sold 
doves, Take these things hence; 
make not my Father’s house an house 
of merchandise. 

17 And his disciples remembered 
that it is written, The zeal of thy 
house hath eaten me up. 

18 Then spake the Jewsand said unto 
him, What sign showest thou nnto 
us, seeing thou doest these thingB? 

19 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Destroy this temple, and in 
three days I will raise it ui^ 

2C Then said the Jews, Forty and 
six years was this temple in building, 
and wilt thou roar it up, in three days ? 


21 But he spake of the temple of 
his body. 

22 When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disciples remembered 
that he had said this unto them, and 
they romembered the scriptures, and 
the word which Jesus had said unto 
them. 

23 Now when he was in Jerusalem, 
at the passover, on the feast day, 
many believed on his name, when 
they saw the miraoles whioh he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit him¬ 
self UDto them, because he knew all 
things, 

25 And needed not that any should 
testify of man; for he kuew what 
was in man. 

CHAPTER ni. 

The new birth of water and tpirit—Lore of 

Ood declared — John baptieelh — Chrui 

bapHzcth . 

HERE was a man of the Phari¬ 
sees named Nioodemus, a ruler 
of the Jews; 

2 The same came to Jesus by night, 
and said unto him, Rabbi, we know 
that thou art a teacher oome from 
G od ; for no man can do these miraoles 
whioh thou doest, except God be with 
him. 

3 Jesus answered and said nnto 
him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Exoept a man be born again, he oan- 
not see the kingdom of God. 

4 Nioodemus Baid unto him, How 
can a man be born when he is old 7 
Can he enter the second time into his 
mother's womb and bo born ? 

5 Josus answered, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be boru 
of water, and the Spirit, ho cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. 

6 That whioh is born of flesh, is 
flesh ; and that whioh is born of the 
Spirit, is spirit. 

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee, 
Ye must be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, 
but eanst Dot tell whence it oometh, 
and whither it goeth ; so is everyone 
who is born of the Spirit. 

9 Niecdomus answered and said 
unto him, How can these things bef 

19 Jesus answored and said, Art 
thou a master of Israel, and knowest 
not these things 7 

II Verily, verily, I say unto tho*, 
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We speak that we do know, and tes¬ 
tify that wo have seen ; and ye re¬ 
ceive not our witness. 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, bow shall ye be- 
lievo if I tell you heavenly things? 

13 I tell you, No man hath ascended 
np to heaven, but he who came down 
from heaven, even the Son of Man 
who is in heaven. 

14 And as Moses lifted up the ser¬ 
pent in the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of Man be lifted up; 

15 That whosoever believoth on him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life. 

16 For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his Only Begotten Son, that 
whosoever belioveth on him should 
not perish; but have everlasting life. 

17 For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; but 
that the world through bim might he 
saved. 

18 He who believoth on him is not 
condemned; but he wbo believoth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not belioved on the name of 
the Only Begotten Son of God, which 
before was preached by the mouth 
of the holy prophots; for they testi¬ 
fied of me. 

19 And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into tho world, and 
men love darkness rather than light, 
beaauee thoir deeds are evil. 

20 For every one who doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither comcth to 
the light, lest his deeds should be re¬ 
proved. 

21 But he who loveth truth, oometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest. 

22 And he who obeyeth the truth, 
the works which he doeth they are 
of God. 

23 After these things came Jesus 
and his disoiplos into the land of 
Judea; and there he tarried with 
them, and baptized ; 

24 And John was also baptizing in 
Gnon, near to Salim, because there 
was muoh water there; and they 
same and were baptized ; 

25 For John was not yet oast into 
prison. 

26 Then there arose a question be¬ 
tween some of John’s disoiples, and 
the Jews, about purifying. 


27 And they came unto John, and 
said unto him, Rabbi, ho who was 
with thee beyond Jordan, to whom 
thou bearest witness, behold, the same 
baptizeth, and he receivetb of alt 
people who come unto bim. 

28 John answered and said, A man 
can receive nothing, except it be 
given bim from heaven. 

29 Ye yourselves bear me witness 
that I said, I am not the Christ, but 
that I am sent before him. 

30 He wbo hath the bride, is the 
bridegroom ; but the friend of the 
bridegroom, who etandeth and hear- 
eth him, rejoiceth greatly because of 
the bridegroom's voioe; this my joj 
therefore is fulfilled. 

31 He must iuarease, but I muatde 
crease. 

32 He who cometh from above is 
above all; he who is of the earth is 
earthly, and speaketh of the earth; 

I he who oometh from heaven is above 
all. And what he hath seen and 
heard, that he teetifieth; and but 
few men receive his testimony. 

33 He wbo hath received his testi¬ 
mony, hath sot to his seal that God 
is true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent, 
speaketh the words of God; for God 
givetb bim not tho Spirit by measure, 
for he dwelleth in him, even tho ful¬ 
ness. 

35 The Father loveth the Son, aud 
hath given all thingB into his hands. 

36 And he who believeth on tho 
Son hath everlasting life; and shall 
receive of his fulness. But he who 
believeth not the Son, shall not ro- 
oeive of his fulness ; for the wrath 
of God is upon him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The Fharitttt seek to destroy Jr nut—The 
man and the t oeJl—The looter of life s6r- 
nal—The nobleman’s son healed. 

HEN therefore the Pharisees 
had heard that Jesus made aud 
baptized more disciples than Jcfhn, 

2 They sought more diligently some 
means that they might put him to 
death; for many reoeived John as a 

rophet, but they believed not on 
eeuB. 

3 Now the Lord knew this, though 
he himself baptized not so many as 
bis disciples; 
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4 For ho suffered them for an ex¬ 
ample, preferring one another. 

5 And he left Judea, and departod 
again into Galileo, 

0 And said unto his disciples, I 
must needs go through 6amana. 

7 Then he cometh to the city of Sa¬ 
maria whioh is called Syohar, near to 
the parcel of ground which Jacob 
gavo to his son Joseph; the place 
whore Jacob’s well was. 

8 Now Jesus being weary with the 
journey, it being about the sixth 
hour, Bat down on the well ; 

0 And there came a woman of Sa¬ 
maria to draw water; Jesus said unto 
her, Givo me to drink. 

10 Now his disoiples were gone 
Rway into the city to buy meat. 

] 1 Wherefore he being alone, the 
woman of Samaria said unto him, 
Qow is it that thou hoing a Jew, 
askest drink of me, who am a wo¬ 
man of Samaria ? The Jews have no 
dealings with the Samaritans. 

12 Jesus answered and said unto 
her, If thou knoweBt the gift of God, 
and who it iB that saith unto thee, 
Give me to drink; thou wouldust have 
asked of him, and he would hnve 
given thee living water. 

13 The woman said unto him, Sir, 
thou haBt nothing to draw with, and 
the well is deep ; from whence then 
haBt thou that living water? 

14 Art thou greator than our father 
Jacob, who gave us the well, and 
drank thereof himself, and his ohil- 
dren, and his cattle ? 

15 Jesus answered and said unto 
her, Whosoover shall drink of this 
well, shall thirst again ; 

16 But whosoever drinketh of the 
water which I shall give him shall 
never thirst; but the water that I 
shall give him shall he in him a well 
of water springing up into everlast¬ 
ing life. 

17 The woman said unto him, Sir, 
give me of this water that I thirst 
not, neither aome hither to draw. 

18 Jesus said unto her, Go, call thy 
husband and oome hither. 

19 And the woman answored and 
said, I havo no husband. Jesus said 
unto her, Thou hast well said, I have 
no husband. 

20 For thou hast had five husbands, 
and he whom thou now hast, is not 
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thy husband; in that saidst thou 
truly. 

21 The woman said unto him, Sir, 
I perceive that thou art a prophet. 

22 Our fathers worshipped in this 
mountain ; and yo say that in Jeru¬ 
salem is the place where men ought 
to worship. 

23 Jesus said uuto her, Woman, be¬ 
lieve me, tho hour oometb, when ye 
shall neither in this mountain, nor 
yet at Jerusalem, worship the Fa¬ 
ther. 

24 Ye worship ye know not what; 
we know what we worship ; and sal¬ 
vation is of the Jews. 

25 And the hour oometb, and now 
is, when the true worshippers shall 
worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth ; for the Father seeketh Buoh to 
worship him. 

26 For uuto euoh hath God pro¬ 
mised his Spirit. And they who wor¬ 
ship him, must worship in spirit and 
in truth. 

27 The woman said unto him, I 
know that Mossias oometb, who is 
oallod Christ; when he is oome, he 
will tell us all things. 

28 Jesus said uuto her, I who speak 
unto thee am the Messias. 

29 And upon this came his disoi¬ 
ples, and marvelled that he talked 
with the woman; yet no man said, 
What seekest thou ? or, Why talkest 
thou with hor? 

30 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the city, 
and said to the men, 

31 Come see a man who told me all 
things that I have ever done. Is not 
this the ChriBt ? 

32 Then they went out of the olty, 
and came unto him. 

33 In the mean time his disoiples 
prayed him, saying. Master, eat. 

34 But he said unto them, I have 
meat to cat that ye know not of. 

35 Therefore said the disciples one 
to another, Hath any man brought 
him moat to eat ? 

36 Jesus said uuto them, My meat 
is to do the will of hitn who sent me, 
and to finish his work. 

37 Say not ye there are yet four 
months,thenoomethharvest? Behold, 
I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and 
look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest. 
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38 And lie who renpcth, receiveth 
wages, and gathercth fruit unto life 
eternal; that both he who soweth, 
and lie who reapelh, may rejoice to¬ 
gether. 

39 And herein is that saying true. 
One sowclh and another reapeth. 

40 I have sent you to reap that 
whereon ye bestowed no labour; the 
prophets have laboured, and ye have 
entered into their labours. 

41 And many of the Samaritans of 
that city believed on him for the say 
ing of the woman, who testified, say 
ing, He told me all things 1 have 
ever done. 

42 So when the Samaritans were 
come unto him, they besought him 
that he would tarry with them; and 
he abode there two days. 

43 And many men believed because 
of his own word; 

44 And said unto the woman, Now 
we believe, not because of thy say¬ 
ing ; we have heard for ourselves, and 
know that this is indeed the Christ, 
the Saviour of the world. 

45 Now after two days he departed 
thence, and went into Galilee. 

40 For JeBus himself testified, that 
a prophet hath no honour in his own 
country. 

47 Then when he had come into 
Galilee, the Galileans received him, 
having seen all the things which he 
did at Jerusalem at the feast j for 
they also went unto the feast. 

48 So Jesus came again into Cana 
of Galilee, where he made the water 
wine. And there was a certain noble¬ 
man, whose son was sick at Caper¬ 
naum. 

49 When he heard that Jesus was 
come out of Judea into Galilee, he 
went unto him, and besought him 
that he would come down, and heal 
his son; for he was at the point of 
death. 

50 Then said Jesus unto him, Ex- 
oept ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will not believe. 

51 Tho nobleman said unto him, 
Sir, come down before my child die. 

52 Jesus Baid unto him, Go thy 
way, thy son liveth. And the man 
believed the word which Jesus had 
spoken unto him, and he went his 
way. 

53 And as he was now going down 


to his house, his servant met him, 
and spake, saying, Thy son liveth. 

54 Then enquired he of them the 
hour when he began to mend. And 
they said nnto him, Yesterday at the 
seventh hour the fever left him. 

55 So the father knew that his bod 
was healed in the same hour in the 
which Jesu9 said unto him, Thy son 
liveth; and himself believed, and 
his whole house; 

50 This being the second miracle 
which Jesus had done when he had 
come out of Jndca into Galilee. 

CHAPTER v. 

Impotent man healed—The resurrection- 
Testimony of Christ 
FTER this there was a feast of 
the Jews; and Jesus went up to 
Jerusalem. 

2 Now there is at Jerusalem, by the 
sheep market, a pool which is called 
in the Hebrew tongue, Bethesda, 
having five porohes. 

3 In these porches lay a great many 
impotent folk, of blind, halt, with 
ered, waiting for the moving of the 
water. 

4 For an angel went down at a 
certain season into the pool, and 
troubled the water; whosoever then 
first after the troubling of the water 
stepped in, was made whole of what¬ 
soever disease he had. 

5 And a certain man w&b there, 
who had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years. 

0 And Jesus saw him lie, and knew 
that he had been now a long time 
afflicted; and he said nnto him, Wilt 
thou be made whole? 

7 The impotent man answered him, 
Sir, I have no man when the water is 
troubled, to put me into the pool; but 
while I am coming, another steppeth 
down before me. 

8 Jesus said unto him, Rise, takf 
up thy bed and walk. 

9 And immediately the man wai 
made whole, and took up his bed, 
and walked; and it was on the Sab 
bath day. 

10 The Jews therefore said untt 
him who was oured, It is the Sabbath 
day ; it is not lawful for thee to carry 
thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He who 
made me whole, said unto me, Take 
up thy bed and walk. 
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12 Thun answered they him. Baying, 
Whul man is ho who Bald unto thee, 
Take up thy bed and walk? 

13 Aod he who was healed knew 
not who it was; for Josus had con¬ 
veyed bimaelf away, a multitude 
being in that place. 

14 Afterwards JeBus findoth him in 
the Lemplo, and Baid unto him, Be¬ 
hold, thou art made whole; Bin no 
more, lest a worse thing come unto 
thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the 
Jews that it was JeBus who had made 
him whole; 

16 And therefore did the Jews per¬ 
secute Jesus, and Bought to slay him, 
because ho had done these things on 
the Sabbath day. 

17 But Jesus anewerod them, My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought the 
more to kill him, because ho had not 
only broken the Sabbath, hut said 
also that God was his father, making 
himself equal with God. 

19 Then answered Jesus and Baid 
unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, The Son can do nolhiug of him¬ 
self, but what he seeth the Father 
do; for what things Boever he doeth, 
those also doeth the Son likewise. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, 
and showoth him all things that 
himself doeth; and he will show him 
greater works than these, that ye 
may marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead and quiokenoth them ; even so 
the Son quickcnelh whom ho will. 

22 For the Father judgeth no man; 
hut hath oommitted all judgment unto 
the Son; 

23 That all men should honour the 
Son, oven as thoy honour tho Father. 
He who honouroth not the Son, ho- 
noureth not tho Father who hath sent 
him. 

24 Verily, vorily, I say unto you, 
lie who hcareth my words, and bo- 
lievoth on him who sent me, hath 
everlasting lifo, and shall not corno 
into condemnation ; but is passed 
from death into life. 

25 Verily, vorily, I say unto you, 
Tho hour is coming, and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice of 
the Bon of God; and they who hear 
■hall live. 
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26 For as the Father hath life in 
himself, bo hath he givon to the Son 
to have lifo in himself; 

27. And hath given him authority to 
execute judgment also, because he ii 
the Son of Man. 

28 Marvel not at this; for the hour 
is ooming, in the which all who are 
in thoir graves shall hear hia voioe, 

29 And shall come forth ; they who 
have done good, in the resurrection 
of the just; and they who have done 
evil, in the resurrection of the un¬ 
just, 

30 And shall all he judged of the 
Son of Man. For as I hear, I judge, 
and my judgment is just; 

31 For I oan of mine own self do 
nothing; heoause I seek not my own 
will, hut the will of the Father who 
hath sent me. 

32 Therefore if I hear witness of 
myself, yot my witness is true. 

33 For 1 am not alone, there ia 
another who beareth witness of me, 
and I know that the testimony whioh 
he giveth of me is true. 

34 Ye sent onto John, and he bare 
witness also onto the truth. 

35 And he reoeived not his testi¬ 
mony of man, but of Qod, and ye 
yourselves Bay that he is a prophet, 
therefore ye ought to receive his tes¬ 
timony. These things I say that ye 
might be saved. 

36 He was a burning and a shining 
light; and ye were willing for a sea¬ 
son to rejoice in hiB light. 

37 But 1 have a greater witness 
than the testimony of John ; for the 
works which the Father hath given 
me to finish, tho same works that I 
do, bear witness of me, that the Fa¬ 
ther hath sent me. 

38 And tho Father himself who sent 
me, hath borne witness of me. And 
verily I testify unto you, that ye 
have never heard his voioe at any 
time, nor eeen his shape; 

39 For you have not his word 
abiding in you; and him whom he 
hath sent, ye believe not. 

40 Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life; 
and thoy are they whioh testify of 
me. 

41 And ye will not come to me that 
ye might have life, lest ye should 
honour me. 
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42 I receive DOi hononr from men. 

43 But I know you, that yo have 
nut the love of God in yon. 

44 1 am oomo in my Father's Dame, 
and ye roccive me not; if another 
shall oome in hiB own name, him ye 
will receive. 

45 How oan ye believe, who seek 
honour one of another, and seek not 
the honour which oometh from God 7 

46 Do not think that I will accuse 
you to the Father; there is Mosce 
who accuscth yon, in whom ye trust. 

47 For had ye believed Moses, ye 
would have believed me ; for he wrote 
of me. 

48 But if ye believe not his writings, 
how shall ye believe my words ? 

CHAPTER VI. 

Christ fudeth fir*, thousand — The people 
i could make Atm king—He walketh on the 
sea—Himself the bread of l ft—Many 
leave him. 

A FTER those things Jesus wont 
over the sea of Galilee, which is 
the sea of Tiberias. 

2 And a great multitude followed 
him, because they saw his miraoles 
which he did on them that were dis¬ 
eased. 

3 And Jesus went up into a moun¬ 
tain, and there he sat with his disci¬ 
ples. 

4 And the passover, a feast of tho 
Jews, was nigh. 

5 When Jesus then lifted up his 
eyes, and saw a great oompany come 
unto him, he saith unto Philip, 
Whence shall we buy bread, that 
these may eat? 

6 And this he said to prove him ; 
for he himself knew what he would do. 

7 Philip answered him, Two hun¬ 
dred pennyworth of bread is not 
sufficient for them, that every one of 
them may take a little. 

8 One of his disoiples, Andrew, Si¬ 
mon Peter's hrother, aaitb unto him, 

11 There is a lad here, which hath 
five barley loaves, and two small 
fishes; but what are they among so 
many ? 

10 And Jesus said, Make the men 
sit down. Now there was muoh grass 
in the place. So the men sat down, 
in number about five thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks, he dis- j 
tributed to the disciples, and the dis- ! 


ciplcs to them that were set down ; 
and likewiso of the fishes as much a* 
they would. 

12 When they had eaten and were 
satisfied, he said unto his disciples, 
Oather up the fragment* that remain, 
that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baskets 
with the fragments of the fivo barley 
loaves, which remained over and 
above onto them that had eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesns did, said, 
This is of a truth that Prophet that 
should como into the world. 

15 When Jesus therefore perceived 
that they would come and take him 
by forco, to make him a king, he do 
parted again into a mountain him 
self alone. 

16 And when even was now oome, 
his disciples went down unto the sea, 

17 And entered into a ship, and 
went over the sea toward Capernaum. 
And it was now dark, and Jesus had 
not come to them. 

IB And the sea aroso by reason of 
a great wind that blew. 

19 So when they had towed aboul 
five and twenty or thirty furloDgs, 
they saw Jesus walking on the sea, 
and drawing nigh unto the ship; and 
they were afraid. 

20 But he saith unto them, It is I; 
be not afraid. 

21 Then they willingly received hire 
into the ship ; and immediately the 
ship waB at the land whither they 
went. 

22 Tho day following, when the peo¬ 
ple, which stood on the other side of 
the sea, saw that there was none 
other boat there, save that one where 
into his disciples were entered, and 
that Jesus went not with his disciples 
into tho boat, but that his disciples 
were gone away alone; 

23 llowboit there came other boats 
from Tiboriaa nigh unto the place 
whore thoy did eat bread, after that 
the Lord bad given thanks; 

24 When the people therefore saw 
that Jesus was not there, neither his 
disoiples, they also took shipping, 
and came to Capernaum, seeking for 
Jesus. 

25 And when they had found him 
on the other side of the lea, they 
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■aid unto him, Rabbi, how earnest 
thou hither? 

2ft Jesus answered them and said, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ye 
seek me, not becauso ye desire to keop 
my sayings, neither because ye saw 
the miracles, hut because ye did eat of 
the loaves and wore filled, 

27 Labour not for the meat whioh 
erishes, but for that meat whioh cn- 
uieth unto everlasting life, which 

the Son of Man hath power to give 
unto you; for him hath God the 
Father sealed. 

28 Thon said they unto him, What 
shall wo do, that we might work the 
works of God ? 

29 Jesus answered and said onto 
them, This is the work of God, that 
yo beliovo on him whom ho hath sent. 

30 They said therefore unto him, 
What sign shewest thou thon, that 
we may sco, and believe thee? What 
dost thou work ? 

31 Our fathers (lid cat manna in the 
desert; as it is written, He gave 
them broad from heaven to eat. 

32 Then Jesus said unto thorn, Ve¬ 
rily, vorily, I say unto you, Moses 
gave you not that broad from hea¬ 
ven ; but my Father givoth you the 
true bread from heaven. 

33 For the bread of God is he whioh 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth 
life unto the world. 

34 Thon said they unto him, Lord, 
evermore give us this bread. 

35 And Jesus said unto them, I am 
the bread of life; he that comelli to 
me shall never hunger; and he that 
believoth on mo shall never thirst. 

36 Rut I said unto you, That ye 
also havo seen mo, and bolievo not. 

37 All that tho Father givoth mo 
shall come to me; and him that com¬ 
eth to me I will in no wise oast out. 

38 For I camo down from hoavon, 
not to do mine own will, but the will 
of him that sent me. 

39 And this is tho Father’s will 
whioh hath sent mo, that of all which 
lie hath given me I should loso no¬ 
thing, but should raise it up again at 
the last day. 

40 And this Is the will of him that 
sent mo, that overy one whioh sooth 
the Son, and beliovelh on him, may 
have everlasting life; and I will raiao 
him up in the reaurrootion of the just 


in 

41 The Jews then murmured at him, 
heoause he said, T am the hread whioh 
camo down from heaven. 

42 And thoy said, Ib nol this Jesus, 
the son of Joseph, whoso father and 
mother we know? how is it then that 
he saith, I camo down from heaven ? 

43 Jesus therefore answered and 
said unto thorn, Murmur not among 
yourselves. 

44 No man can oome unto me, ex¬ 
cept he dooth tho will of ray Father 
who hath sent mo. And this is the 
will of him who hath sent me, that ye 
receive the Son ; for the Father bear- 
eth record of him ; and he who re- 
ceiveth the testimony, and doeth the 
will of him who sent me, I will raise 
up in the resurrection of the just. 

46 For it is written in the prophets, 
And these shall all he taught or God. 
Every man therefore that hath heard, 
and hath learned of the Father, oom- 
eth unto me. 

40 Not that any man hath seen the 
Father, save he whioh is of God, he 
hath seen the Father. 

47 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Tie that believeth on me hath ever¬ 
lasting life. 

48 I am that hread of life. 

49 This is the bread whioh oometh 
down from hoaven, that a man may 
eat thereof, and not die. 

60 Your fathers did eat manna in 
the wilderness, and are dead. 

61 But I am the living bread whioh 
camo down from heaven ; if any man 
eat of this bread, he shall live for 
ever; and the hread that I will give 
Is my flesh, whioh I will givo for the 
life of the world. 

62 The Jews therefore strove among 
thomselvea, Baying, How oan this 
man give us his flesh to eat? 

53 Then Jobus said unto them, Ve¬ 
rily, verily, I say unto you, Exoept ye 
eat the flesh of the Son of Man, and 
drink hiB blood, ye have no life in you. 

54 Whoso eateth my flesh, and 
drinketh my blood, hath eternal life; 
and I will raise him up in tho resur¬ 
rection of the just; 

65 For my flosh is meat indeed, and 
my blood is drink indood. 

66 He that eateth my flesh, and 
drinketh my blood, dwolleth In me, 
and I in him. 

67 As the living Father hath sent 
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me, and I live by the Father; bo he 
that eateth me, even he shall live by 
Me. 

58 Th,is id that bread which came 
down from heaven; not as your fa¬ 
thers did eat manna, and are dead; 
he that eateth of this bread shall live 
for ever. 

59 These things said he in the syna¬ 
gogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 

60 Many therefore of his disciples, 
when they had heard this, said. This 
is a hard saying; who can hear it? 

61 When Jesus knew in himself 
that his disciples murmured at it, he 
said unto them, Doth this offend 
you ? 

62 What and if ye shall see the Son 
of Man ascend np where he was bo- 
fore ? 

63 It is the Spirit that quickeneth ; 
the flesh profiteth nothing ; the words 
that I speak unto you, they are spirit, 
and they are life. 

64 But there are some of you that 
believe not. For Jesus knew from 
the beginning who they were that be¬ 
lieved not, and who should betray 
him. 

65 And he said, Therefore Baid I 
unto you, that no man can come unto 
me, except he doeth the will of my 
Father who hath sent me. 

66 From that time many of his die- 
eiples went back, and walked no more 
with him. 

07 Then said Jesus unto the twelve, 
Will ye also go away? 

08 Then Simon Peter answered him, 
Lord, to whom shall we go ? thou hast 
the words of eternal life. 

60 And wo believe and are sure that 
Lhou art that Christ, the Son of the 
living God. 

70 Jesus answered them, Have not 
I chosen you twelve, and one of you 
is a devil ? 

71 He sipakc of Judas Iscariot the 
son of Simon; for he it was that 
should betray him, being one of the 
twelve. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Jttm rryrmyJh his kinsmen—Qoeth up to the 

/tart of tabernacles—Ttachtlh in the tem¬ 
ple. 

FTER those things Je9us walked 
in Galilee; for he would not walk 
in Jewry, because the Jews sought to 
kill him. 


2 Now the Jews' feast of tabernacles 
was at hand. 

3 His brethren therefore said unto 
him. Depart hence, and go into Ju¬ 
dea, that thy disciples there also may 
see the works that thou docst. 

4 For there is no man that doeth any 
thing in secret, and he himself scek- 
eth to be known openly. But if thoo 
do these things, snow thyself to the 
world. 

5 For neither did his brethren he 
lieve in him. 

6 Then Jesus said unto them, My 
time is not yet come; but your time 
is always ready. 

7 The world cannot hate you; but 
me it hateth, because I testify of it, 
that the works thereof are evil. 

8 Go ye up unto this feast; I go not 
up yet unto this feast; for my time ip 
not yet full oome. 

0 When he had said these wordi 
unto them, he continued Btill in 
Galilee. 

10 But after his brethren were gone 
up, then went he also np unto tbe 
feast, not openly, but as it were iD 
secret. 

11 Then the Jews sought him at 
the feast, and said, Where is he ? 

12 And there was much murmuring 
among the people concerning him ; 
for some said, He is a good man; 
others said, Nay; but he deceive!li 
the people. 

13 Howbeit no man spake openly of 
him for fear of the Jews. 

14 Now about Lhe midst of the feast 
Jesus went up into the temple, and 
taught. 

15 And the Jews marvelled, saying, 
How knoweth this man letters, hav 
ing never learned? 

16 Jesus answered them, and said, 
My dootriue is not mine, but his that 
sent me. 

17 If any man will do his will, he 
shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself. 

16 He that speaketh of himself 
eeeketh his own glory ; but he that 
seeketh his glory that sent him, the 
same is true, and no unrighteousness 
is in him. 

10 Did not Moses give you the law, 
and yet none of you keepeth tbe law? 
Why go ye about to kill me? 
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20 Tlie people answered and said, 
Thou haul a devil; who goeth about 
lo kill thee ? 

21 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, I have dono one work, and ye 
all uiarvel. 

22 Moses therefore gave unto you 
oiroumoision; (not bocause it is of 
Moses, but of the fathers;) and ye on 
the Sabbath day circumcise a man. 

23 If a man ou the Sabbath day 
reooive oircutncisiuu, that the law of 
Moses should uol be broken; are ye 
angry at mo, because I have made a 
man every wbil wholo ou the Sab¬ 
bath day ? 

21 Judge nut according to your tra¬ 
dition s but judge righteous judgment. 

23 Then said some of them of Jeru- 
-iilem, Is not this ho, whom they seek 
I-. kill: 

2d Uut, lu, lie speuketh boldly, and 
they »ay nothing unto him. Do the 
rulers know indcod that this is the 
very Christ ? 

27 Uowbcit wo know this man 
whence he is; but when Christ corn¬ 
el h, no man kuowoth whonce he is. 

28 Thou cried Jesus in the temple 
as he taught, saying. Ye both know 
me, and yo know wlienae I am ; and 
I am not oomo of myself, but he that 
sent me is true, whom ye know not. 

29 But I know him ; for I am from 
him, and he hath sent mo. 

30 Then they sought to take him; 
but no man laid hands on him, be¬ 
cause his hour was not yet oome. 

31 And many of the people believed 
on him, and said, When Christ oom- 
elh, will ho do moro miracles than 
theBo which this man hath done 7 

32 The Pharisees hoard that the 
people murmured such things con¬ 
cerning him; and the Pharisees and 
the ohief priosta sent officers to take 
him. 

33 Then said Jesus unto thorn, Yet 
a little while I am with you, and then 
I go unto him that sent me. 

34 Ye shall seek \ie, and shall not 
find me; and where I am, thither ye 
oauuot oome. 

35 Then said the Jews among them- 
selvos, Whither will he go, that we 
shall not find him ? will ho go unto 
the dispersed among the Gentiles, 
and teaoh the Gontiles? 

36 What manner of saying is this 


that he said, Ye shall seek me, and 
shall not find me; and where I am 
thithor ye oannot oome ? 

37 In the last day, that great day 
of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying, If any man thirst, let him 
oome unto mo, and drink. 

38 He that believeth on me, as the 
Scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. 

39 (But this spake he of the Spirit, 
whioh they that believe on him should 
receive ;^for the Holy Ghost was pro¬ 
mised unto them who believe, after 
that Jesus was glorified.) 

40 Many of the people therefore, 
when they heard this saying, said, 
Of a truth this is the Prophet. 

41 Others said, This is the Christ. 
But some said, Shall Christ oome out 
of Galilee? 

42 Hath not the Soripture said, That 
ChriBt cometh of the seed of David, 
and out of the town of Bethlehem, 
where David was? 

43 So there was a division among 
the people because of him. 

44 And some of them would have 
taken him; but no man laid hands 
on him. 

45 Then o&me the offlaers to the 
ohief priests and Pharisees; and they 
said unto them, Why have ye not 
hrought him ? 

46 The offioerB answered, Never man 
spake like this man. 

47 Then answered them the Phari¬ 
sees, Are ye also deoeived? 

48 Have any of the rulers or of the 
Pharisees believed on him ? 

49 But this people who knoweth not 
the law are oursed. 

50 Nicodemus saith unto them, (he 
that oame to Jesus by night being 
one of them,) 

51 Doth our law judge any man, 
before it hear him, and know what he 
doeth ? 

52 They answered and said unto 
him, Art thou also of Galilee ? Searoh, 
and look; for out of Galilee ariseth 
no prophet. 

53 And every man went unto his 
own house. 

CHAPTER VHI. 

The woman taken in adultery—Chritt As 
light qf the world. 

ND Jesus went unto the mount 
of Olives. 
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2 Early In the morning he came 
agaiD into the temple, and all the 
people came unto him ; and he Bat 
down, and taught them. 

3 And tho eoribea and Pharisees 
brought unto him a woman taken iD 
adultery; and when they had set her 
in the midst of the people, 

4 They say unto nim, Master, this 
woman was taken in adultery, in the 
very act. 

5 Now Moses in the law commanded 
us, that such should he stoned; but 
what sayest thou? 

0 This they said, tempting him, 
that they might have to accuse him. 
But Jobub stooped down, and with 
his finger wrote on the ground, as 
though he heard them not. 

7 So when they continued asking 
him, he lifted up himself, and said 
unto them, He that is without sin 
among you, let him first oast a stone 
at her. 

8 And again he stooped down, and 
wrote on the ground. 

9 And they which heard it, being 
convicted by their own conscience, 
went out of the temple one by one. 
beginning at the eldest, even unto the 
last; and Jesus was left alone, and 
tho woman was standing in the midst. 

10 When Jesus had raised up him¬ 
self, and saw none of her acouaers, 
and the woman standing, he said 
unto her, Woman, where are those 
thine acusers? hath no man con¬ 
demned thee ? 

11 She said, No man, Lord. And 
Jesus said unto her, Neither do I 
condemn thee; go, and sin no more. 
And the woman glorified God from 
that hoar, and believed on his name. 

12 Then spake Jeans again onto 
thorn, saying, T am the light of the 
world ; he that followeth me shall not 
walk in darkness, bnt shall have the 
light of life. 

13 The Pharisees therefore said 
unto him, Thou bearest reoord of 
thyself; thy record is not true. 

14 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Though I hear record of my¬ 
self, yet my record is true; for I 
know whonce I oame, and whither I 
go; but ye cannot tell whence I 
oome, and whither I go. 

16 Ye judge after the flesh ; I judge 
no man. 


10 And yet if T Judge, my Judg 
ment is true; for I am not alone, bol 
I and the Father that sent me. 

17 It is also written in your law, 
that the testimony of two men ia true. 

18 I am one that bear witness of 
myself, and the Father that sent m« 
beareth witness of me. 

19 Then said they unto him, Where 
is thy Father? Jesus answered, Ye 
neither know me, nor my Father; if 
ye had known me, ye should hire 
known my Father also. 

20 These words spake Jesus in '.he 
treasury, as he taught in the temple; 
and no man laid hands on him ; for 
his hour was not yet oome. 

21 Then said Jesus again unto 
them, I go my way, aud ye shall 
seek me, and shall die in your sins; 
whither I go, ye cannot come. 

22 Then said the Jews, Will he kill 
himself? because he saith, Whither I 
go, ye cannot come. 

23 And he said unto them, Ye are 
from beneath; I am from above ; ye 
are of this world; I am Dot of this 
world. 

24 T said therefore unto you, thai 
ye shall die in your sins; for if ye 
believe not that I am he, ye shall 
die in your sins. 

25 Then said they unto him, Who 
art thou 7 And Jesus saith unto 
them, Even the same that I said 
unto yon from the beginning. 

20 I have many things to say and 
to judge of you ; but he that sent me 
is true; and I speak to the world 
those things which I have heard of 
him. 

27 Thoy understood not that he 
spake to them of tho Father. 

28 Then said Jesu9 unto them, 
When ye have lifted up the Son of 
Man, then Bhall ye know that I am 
he, and that I do nothing of myself; 
but as my Father hath taught me, I 
speak these things. 

29 And he that sent me is with me; 
the Father hath not left me alone ; 
for I do always those things that 
please him. 

30 As he spake these words, many 
believed on him. 

31 Then said Jesus to those Jews 
whioh believed on him, If ye continue 
in my word, then are ye my disciples 

indeed : 
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32 And yo shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free. 

33 They answered him, We be 
Abraham’s soed, and were never in 
bondage to any man; how sayest 
thou, Ye shall be made free? 

34 Jesus answered them, Verily, 
verily, I Bay unto you, Whosoever 
oommittolh sin is the servant of Bin. 

35 And the servant abideth not in 
the house for ever, but the Son ahid- 
eth ever. 

36 If the Sou thorofore shall make 
you free, ye shall be free indeed. 

37 I know that ye are Abraham's 
seed; but yo Beck to kill me because 
my word hath no place in you. 

3fl I speak that which I have seen 
with niy Fathor; and ye do that 
which ye bare Been with your father. 

39 They answered and said unto 
him, Abraham is our father. Jesus 
saith unto them. If ye were Abra¬ 
ham’s children, ye would do the 
work9 of Abraham. 

40 But now yo seek to kill me, a 
man that hath told you the truth, 
which I have heard of God; this did 
not Abraham. 

41 Ye do the doeds of your father. 
Then said they to him, We be not 
born of fornication; we have one Fa¬ 
ther, even God. 

42 Jesus said unto them, If God 
were your Fathor, yo would love me ; 
for I proceeded forth and came from 
God; neither came I of myself, but 
he sent mo. 

43 Why do ye not understand my 
upeoch ? even because ye cannot bear 
ray word. 

44 Ye aro of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your fathor ye will 
do; he was a murdoror from tho be¬ 
ginning, and abode not in the trnth, 
heoauso (here is no truth in him. 
When he spoaketh a lie, he speakoth 
of his own ; for be is a liar, and the 
fathor of it. 

46 And booauso I toll you the truth, 
ye believe me not. , 

46 Which of you oonvinoelh me of 
sin ? And if I say the trnth, why do 
ye not believe mo ? 

47 He lh(it is of God rooeiveth God’s 
words; ye therefore receive thorn not, 
beoause ye aro not of Ood. 

48 Thon answered the Jews, and 
•aid unto him, Hay we not well that 


thou art a Samaritan, and hast a 
devil? 

40 Jesus answered, I have not a 
devil; but I honour my Father, and 
ye do dishonour me. 

50 And I seek not mine own glory; 
there is one that soeketh and judgeth. 

51 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
If a man keep my saying, he shall 
nover see death. 

52 Then said the Jews unto him, 
Now we know that thou haBt a devil. 
Abraham is (load, and tho prophets; 
and thou sayest, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall nover taste of death. 

63 Art thou groater than our father 
Abraham, which ic dead ? and the 
prophets are dead; whom makest 
thou thyself? 

54 Jesus answered, If I hononr my¬ 
self, my honour is nothing; it iB my 
father that hononreth me; of whom 
ye say, that he is your God; 

65 Yet ye hAve not known him; 
but I know him ; and if I should say, 
I know him not, I shall be a liar like 
onto you; but I know him, and keep 
his saying. 

56 Your fathor Abraham rejoiced 
to see my dfty; and he saw it, and 
was glad. 

67 Then said the Jews unto him, 
Thon art not yet fifty years old, and 
hast thou Been Abraham ? 

58 Jesus said unto them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto yon, Before Abra¬ 
ham was, I Am. 

59 Then took they up stones to oast 
at him; but JesuB hid himself, and 
went out of the temple, going through 
the midst of them, and so passed hy. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The man that wat bom blind restored to 
tight. 

ND as Jesus passed by, ho saw » 
man whioh was blind from his 
hirth. 

2 And his disciptes asked him say¬ 
ing, Master, who did sin, this man, or 
his parents, that he was born blind? 

3 Jesus answered, Neither hath this 
man sinned, nor his parents; but 
that the works of God should be 
made manifest in him. 

4 I must work the works of him 
that sent me, while I am with yon; 
the time oomelh when I shall hare 
finished my work, then I go unto the 
Father. 
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5 As lung as I am in the world, I 
am tho light of the world. 

6 When ho had thus spoken, be 
spat on the ground, and made clay 
of the spittle, and he anointed the 
eyes of the blind man with tbe clay, 

7 And said unto him, Go, wash in 
tho pool of Siloam, (which is by in¬ 
terpretation, Sent.) He went his way 
therefore, and washed, and came see¬ 
ing. 

8 The neighbours therefore, and 
they which before had Been him that 
he was blind, said, Is not this he that 
sat and begged ? 

9 Some Baid, This is he; others 
said, He is like him; but he said, I 
am he. 

10 Therefore said they unto him, 
How were thine eyes opened ? 

11 He answered and said, A man 
that is called Jesus made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and said unto 
me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and 
wash ; and I went and washed, and 
I received eight. 

12 Then said they unto him. Where 
is he ? He said, I know not. 

13 And they brought him who had 
been blind to the Phariscos. 

14 And it was the Sabbath day 
when Jesus made the clay, and open¬ 
ed his eyes. 

15 Then again the Pharisees also 
asked him how he had received his 
sight. He said unto them, Ho put 
clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, 
and do see. 

16 Therefore said some of the Pha¬ 
risees, This man is not of Qod, be¬ 
cause he keepeth not the Sabbath 
day. Others said, How can a man 
that is a sinner do such miracles ? 
And there was a division among 
them. 

17 They say unto the blind man 
again, What sayest thou of him who 
hath opened thine eyes? lie said, 
He is a prophet. 

18 Dut the Jews did not believe 
concerning him, that he had heon 
blind, and received his sight, until 
they called the parents of him that 
had received his sight. 

19 And they asked tbem, saying, Is 
this your eon, who ye say was born 
blind? how then doth he now see? 

20 His parents answered them and 
•aid, We know that this is our 


son, and that he was born blind- 

21 But by what means he nov 
seeth, we know not j or who hath 
opened his eyes, we know not; he it 
of age; ask him; he shall speak fo> 
himself. 

22 These words spake his parents, 
because they feared the Jews; for 
tbe Jews had agreod already, that 
if any man did confess that he wsj 
Christ, he should be put out of the 
synagogue. 

23 Therefore said his parents, He 
is of age; ask him. 

24 Then again called they the man 
that was blind, and said unto him, 
Give God the praise; we know that 
this man is a sinner. 

25 He answered and said, Whether 
he be a sinner or no, I know not; 
one thing I know, that, whereas I 
was hlind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him again, 
What did he to thee? how opened 
he thine eyes? 

27 He answered them, I have told 
you already, and ye did not believe ; 
wherefore would you believe if I 
should tell you again ? and would 
you be his disoiples ? 

28 Then they reviled him, and Baid, 
Thou art his disciple; but we are 
Moses' disciples. 

29 We know that God spake unto 
Moses; as for this man we know not 
from whenco he is. 

30 The man answered and said 
unto them, Why herein is a marvel¬ 
lous thing, that ye know not from 
whence he is, and yet he hath opened 
mine oyes. 

31 Now we know that God hearetb 
not sinners; hut if any man be a 
worshipper of God, and doeth hii 
will, him he heareth. 

32 Since the world began was it 
not heard that any man opened the 
eyes of one that was born Mind, ei- 
oopt ho be of God. 

33 If this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing. 

34 Thoy answered and said unto 
him, Thou wast altogether born in 
sins, and dost thou teaoh us? Aiid 
they cast him ont. 

35 Jesus heard tbat they had cast 
him out; and whei_ he had found 
him, he said unto him, Dost thou be 
lieve on tho Son of God? 
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36 Ho answered and said, Who is 
ho, Lord, that I might believe on 
him ? 

37 And Jesus said unlo him, Thou 
hast both seen bim, and it is be that 
talkoth with thee. 

38 ADd he said, Lord, I believe. 
And be worshipped him. 

39 And Jobus said. For judgment I 
am come into this world, that they 
whioh see not might see; and that 
they whioh see might be made blind. 

40 And some of the Ph&riBeea whioh 
were with him heard these words, 
and said unto him, Are we blind 
also ? 

41 Jesus said unto them, If ye were 
blind, ye Bhould have no sin; but 
now ye say. We see; therefore your 
sin remaineth. 

CHAPTER X. 

Chntt w the door , and the good thepherd — 

Divert opinion* of him—Many believed 

on him. 

V ERILY, verily, I say unto yon, 
lie that onteroth not by the door 
into the shcepfold, but climbeth up 
some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber. 

2 But he that ontcreth in by the 
door is the shepherd of the sheep. 

3 To him the porter openeth; and 
tbe sheep hoar his voice; and he 
calloth his own sheep by name, and 
leadeth them out. 

4 And when he putteth forth his 
own sheep, he gooth before them, 
and tho sheep follow him ; for they 
know his voice. 

6 And a stranger will they not fol¬ 
low, but will flee from him ; for they 
know not the voice of strangers, 
fl This parable spake Jesus unto 
them; but they understood not what 
things they were which he spake 
unto them. 

7 TheD said Jesus unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am 
the door of the shcepfold. 

8 All that ever oame before me who 
testified not of me are thioves and 
robbers; but tho sbeep did not hear 
them. 

9 I am tho door; by me if any man 
enter in, ho shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture. 

10 The Ihief oomoth uot, but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to dostroy; 
1 am como that they might have life, 
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and that they might have It more 
abundantly. 

11 I am the good shepherd; the 
good shepherd givoth his lifo for hiB 
sheep. 

12 And the shepherd is not as a 
hireling, whose own the sheep are 
not, who soeth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and fleeth; and 
tbe wolf oatoheth the sheep and 
scatterelh them. 

13 For I am the good shepherd, 
and know my sheep, and am known 
of mine. 

14 But he who is a hireling fleeth, 
beoause he is a hireling, and careth 
not for tho sheep. 

15 As the Father knoweth me, even 
so know I the Father; and I lay 
down my life for the sheep. 

16 And other sheep I have, whioh 
are not of this fold ; them also I must 
bring, and they shall hear my voioe; 
and there shall be one fold, and one 
shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love 
mo, beoause I lay down my life, that 
I might take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, but I 
lay it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to 
take it again. This commandment 
have I received of my Father. 

19 There was a division therefore 
again among the Jews for these say¬ 
ings. 

20 And many of them said, lie hath 
a devil, and is mad; why hear ye 
him ? 

21 Others said, These are not the 
words of him that hath a devil. Can 
a dovil open the eyes of tho blind? 

22 And it was at Jerusalem the 
feast of the dedication, and it was 
winter. 

23 And Jesus walked in the temple 
in Solomon's porch. 

24 Then came the Jowb round abont 
him, and Baid unto him, How long 
dost thou make us to doubt? If thou 
bo the Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jesus answered them, I told yon, 
and ye believed not; tbe works that 
I do in my Father's name, they bear 
witness of me. 

20 But ye believe not, beoause ye 
are Dot of my sheep, as I said untoyou. 
27 My sheep heAr my voioe, and I 
know them, and they follow me; 
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28 And 1 give unto them eternal I 
life; and Lbey shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them out I 
of my hand. 

29 My Father, which gave them me, 
ii greater than all; and no man is 
able to pluck them out of my Father's 
hand. 

30 I and my Fathor are one. 

31 Then the Jews took up stones 
again to stone him. 

32 Jesus answerod them. Many good 
works have I showed you from my 
Fathor; for which of those works do 
ye stone me? 

33 The Jews answered him, saying. 
For a good work we stone thee not; 
but for blasphemy; and because that 
thou, being a man, makest thyself 
God. 

34 Jesns answered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I said, Ye are 
gods? 

35 If he called them gods, unto 
whom the word of God came, and the 
Soriptnre cannot be broken; 

30 Bay ye of him, whom the Father 
hath sanctified, and sent into the 
world, Thou blaephemest; because I 
said, I am the Son of God ? 

37 If I do not the workB of my Father, 
believe me not. 

38 But if I do, though ye believe not 
me, believe the works; that ye may 
know, and believe, that the Father is 
in me, and I in him. 

39 Therefore they sought again to 
take him; but he escaped out of tbeir 
hand, 

40 And went away again beyond 
Jordan into the place where John at 
first baptized ; and there he abode. 

41 And many resorted unto him, and 
said, John did no miracle; but all 
things that John spake of this man 
wore true. 

42 And many believed on him there. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Christ raiseth Lazarus—Many Jews bdiev *— 
Qxiaphas prophesidh—Jam hid himself. 
OW a certain man was sick, whose 
name was Lazarus, of the town 
of Bethany; 

2 And Mary, his sister, who anointod 
the Lord with ointment and wiped 
his feet with her hair, lived with ner 
sister Martha, in whose house her 
brother Lazarus was sick. 

3 Therefore his sisters sent unto him, 


saying, Lord, behold, ho whom thou 
loveet is sick. 

4 And when Jesus heard be was sick, 
he said, This sickness i9 not unto 
death, but for the glory ?f Ood, that 
the Son of God might be glorified 
thereby. 

fi Now Jeans loved Martha, and her 
sister, and Lazarus. 

0 And Jesns tarried two days, after 
he heard that Lazarus was sick, in the 
same place where he was. 

7 After that be said unto his disci 
pies, Let us go into Judea again. 

8 But his disciples said unto him, 
Master, the Jews of late sought to 
stone thee; and goest tkon thither 
again ? 

9 Jesns answered, Arc there not 
twelve hours in the day ? If any man 
walk in the day, he atumbleth not. 
becanse he aeeth the light of this 
world. 

10 But if a man walk in the night, 
he stumbleth, because there is no light 
in him. 

11 These things said he; and after 
that he saith unto them, Our friend 
Lazarus slccpeth; but I go, that 1 
may awake him out of sleep. 

12 Then said his disciples, Lord, if 
he Bleep, he shall do well. 

13 Howbeit Jesus spake of hisdeath; 
but they thought that he had spoken 
of taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jesus unto them plain 
ly, Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sake* 
that I was not there, to the intent ye 
may believe; nevertheless let us go 
unto him. 

16 Then said Thomas, which is called 
Didymus, onto his fellow disciples, 
Let ue also go, that wo may die with 
him; for they feared lest the Jews 
should take Jesus and put him to 
death, for as yet they did not under¬ 
stand the power of God. 

17 And when Jesus came to Betha¬ 
ny, to Martha's bouse, Lazarus had 
already been in the grave fonr days. 

18 Now Botbany was nigh unto 
Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs 
off; 

19 And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she beard 
that Jesns was coming, went and 
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met him ; but Mary sat still in the 
house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jobus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, mj 
brother had not died. 

22 Uut I know, that oven now, what¬ 
soever thou wilt ask of God, God will 
give it thee. 

23 Jesus Baith unto hor, Thy bro¬ 
ther Bhall rise again. 

24 Martha eaith unto him, I know 
that he Bhall hbo again in the rosur- 
reotion at the last day. 

25 Jesus said unto her, I am the re¬ 
surrection, and the life; he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he wore dead, 
yet shall ho live; 

26 And whosoever liveth and believ- 
eth in me shall nevor die. Believest 
thou this ? 

27 She saith unto him, Tea, Lord; 
I believe that thou art the ChriBt, the 
Son of God, whioh should oome into 
the world. 

28 And when she had bo said, she 
went her way, and oalled Mary her 
sistor soorotly, saying, The Master is 
come, and oalleth for thee. 

29 As soon as Mary hoard that Jobus 
was oome, she arose quiokly, and oame 
unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet oome into 
the town, but was in the place where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with 
her in the house, and comforted her, 
when they saw Mary, that she rose up 
hastily and went out, followed her, 
saying, She goeth unto the grave to 
weep thore. 

32 Then when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down 
at his feet, saying uuto him, Lord, if 
thou hadsl beer boro, my brother had 
not died. 

33 When Josua therefore saw her 
weeping, and the Jews also weeping 
which came with her, ho groaned in 
the spirit, and was troubled, 

34 And said, Whoro have ye laid 
him? They aay unto him, Lord, oome 
and see. 

Hi Jesus wept. 

30 Then said the Jews, Behold how 
he loved hiui! 

37 And flomo of them said, Coutd not 
this man, which opened the eyes of 
the blind, havo caused that even this 
man should not have died ? 
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38 Jesus therefore again groaning In 
himseif oomoth to the grave. It waa 
a oave, and a atone lay upon it. 

30 Jeeus said, Take ye away the 
stone. Martha, the sister of him that 
was dead, saith unto him, Lord, by 
this time he stinketh; for he hath 
boon dead four days. 

40 Jesus saith unto hor, Said I not 
unto thoo, that, if thou wouldest be¬ 
lieve, thou shouldest see tho glory of 
God? 

41 Then they took away the stone 
from the plaoe where the dead was 
laid. Ana Jesus lifted up his oyeB, 
and said, Father, I thank thee that 
thou hast hoard mo. 

42 And I knew that thon hearest 
me always; but beoause of the peo¬ 
ple whioh stand by I said it, that 
they may believe that thon hast sent 
me. 

43 And when he thus had spoken, 
he oried with a loud voioe, Latarus, 
oome forth. 

44 And he that was dead came 
forth, bound hand and foot with 
grave-olothes; and his face was bound 
about with a napkin. Jo9us saith 
unto them, Looso him, and lot him 

go- 

45 Then many of tho Jews whioh 
oame to Mary, and had seen the 
things whioh Jesus did, believed on 
him. 

46 But some of them went their 
ways to the Pharisees, and told them 
what things Jesus had done. 

47 Thon gathored the ohief priests 
and the Phariscos a oounoil, and said, 
What shall wo do ? for this man do- 
eth many miraolos. 

48 If we lei him thus alone, all men 
will beliovo on him; and the Romans 
shall oome and take away both our 
plaoo and nation. 

49 And one of them, named Caia- 
phae, being the high priost that same 
year, said unto them, Ye knew no¬ 
thing at all, 

50 Nor oonsider that it is expedient 
for us, that one man should die for 
the people, and that tho whole nation 
perish not. 

51 And this spake be not of him¬ 
self; but being high priest that year, 
he prophosiod that Jesus should die 
for that nation; 

52 And not for that nation only, 
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hut that also he should gather toge¬ 
ther io one the children of God that 
wero scattered abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they 
took counsel together for to put him 
to death. 

5 4 Jesus therefore walked no more 
openly among the Jowb; but went 
thence unto a country near to the 
wilderness, into a city called Eph¬ 
raim, and there continued with his 
disciples. 

55 And the Jews’ passorer was nigh 
at hand; and many went out of the 
oountry up to Jerusalem before the 
passover, to purify themselves. 

56 Then sought they for Jesus, and 
spake among themselves, as they 
stood in the tomple, What think ye 
of Jeans? Will he not come to the 
feast? 

57 Now both the chief priests and 
the Pharisees had given a command¬ 
ment, that, if any man knew where 
ho was, he should show them, that 
they might take him. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Mary anointing Jet taj* feel —Christ rideth 

into Jerusalem — lie fareteUdh hit death — 

Many chief rulers believe, bid do not con¬ 
fes s him. 

HEN Jesus six days before the 
passover came to Bethany, where 
Lazarus was which had been dead, 
whom ho raised from the dead. 

2 There they made him a supper; 
and Martha served; but Lazarus was 
one of them that sat at the table with 
him. 

3 Then took Mary a pound of oint¬ 
ment of spikenard, very costly, and 
anointed tne feet of Jesus, and wiped 
his feet with her hair; and tho house 
was filled with the odour of the oint¬ 
ment. 

4 Then saith one of his disciples, 
Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, which 
should betray him, 

5 Why was not this ointment sold 
for three hundred pence, and givon 
to the poor ? 

6 This he said, not that he oared 
for the poor; but because he was a 
thiof, and had tho bag, and bare 
what was put therein. 

7 Then said Josus, Lot hor alono: 
for she hath preserved this ointment 
until now, that she might anoint mo 
in token of my burial. 


0 For the poor alwaj s ye have with 
you; hut me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews there¬ 
fore knew that he was there; and 
they came not for Jesus’ sake only, 
but that they might see Lazarus also, 
whom he had raised from the dead. 

10 But the chief priests consulted 
that they might put Lazarus also to 
death; 

11 Because that by reason of him 
many of the Jews went away, and 
believed on Jesus. 

12 On the next day much people 
that were come to the feast, when 
they heard that Jesus was coming to 
Jerusalem, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet him, and 
cried, Hosanna; Blessed is the Ring 
of Israel that cometh in the name of 
the Lord. 

14 And Jesus, when he had sent 
two of his disciples and got a young 
aas, sat thereon; as it is written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of Sion ; he- 
hold, thy King cometh, sitting on an 
ass's colt. 

10 These things understood not his 
disciples at the first; hut when Jesus 
was glorified, then remembered they 
that these things were written of him, 
and that they had done these things 
unto him. 

17 The people therefore that was 
with him when he called Lazarus out 
of his grave, and raised him from 
the dead, bare record. 

18 For this cause the people also 
met him, for that they heard that he 
had done this miracle. 

19 The Pharisees therefore said 
among themsolvos, Perceive ye how 
ye prevail nothing? behold, the world 
is gone after him. 

20 And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to worship 
at the fea9l; 

21 The same came therefore to 
Philip, which was of Bethsaida of 
Galileo, and desired him, saying, Sir, 
we would see Jesus. 

22 Philip cometh and tellelh An¬ 
drew; aDd again Andrew and Philip 
toll Jesus. 

23 And Jesus answered them, say 
ing, Tho hour is come, that the Son 
of Man should he glorified. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you. 



CHAPTER XIII. 126 


Except ft oorn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abidoth alone; 
but if it die, it bringelh forth much 
fruil. 

26 lie that lovoth his life shall lose 
it; and he that haleth hie life in 
this world shall keep it unto life 
eternal. 

20 If any man Berve me, let him 
follow me; and whore I am, there 
shall also my servant bo; if any man 
serve me, him will my Father ho¬ 
nour. 

27 Now is my soul troubled; and 
what shall I say ? Father, save me 
from this hour; but for this cause 
oame I unto this hour. 

28 Father, glorify thy name. Then 
oame thore a voice from heaven, say¬ 
ing, I have both glorified it, and will 
glorify it again. 

29 The people therefore that stood 
by, and heard it, said that it thun¬ 
dered; others said, An angol spake to 
him. 

30 Jesus answered and said, This 
voice came not because of me, but 
for your sakes. 

31 Now is the judgment of this 
world; now shall the prince of this 
world be oast out. 

32 And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me. 

33 This he said, signifying what 
death he should die. 

34 The people answered him, We 
have heard out of tbe law that Christ 
abideth for ever; and how sayest 
thou, The Son of Man must be lifted 
up? who is this Son of Man ? 

35 Then Jesus said unto them, Yet 
a little while is the light with you. 
Walk while ye have the light, leBt 
darkness ooine upon you; for he that 
walkoth in darkness knowoth not 
whither he goetb. 

30 While yo have light, believe in 
the light, that ye may be the ohildren 
of light. These things spake Jesus, 
and departed, and did hide himself 
from them. 

37 But though he had done so many 
miracles before them, yet they believed 
not on him ; 

38 That the saying of Esaias the 
prophet might bo fulfilled, which he 
spake. Lord, who hath believed our 
report? and to whom hath Iho arm 
of the Lord been revealed ? 


30 Therefore they could not believe, 
because that Esaias said again, 

40 He bath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they Bhould 
not see with their eyes, nor understand 
with their heart, and be converted, 
and I should heal them. 

41 These things said Esaias, when 
ho saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 Nevertheless among the chief 
rulers also many believed on him; 
but because of the Pharisees thoy did 
not confess him, lest they should be 
put out of the synagogue; 

43 For they loved the praise of men 
more than the praise of God. 

44 Jesus cried and said, He that 
believeth on me, believeth not on me, 
but on him that sent me. 

45 And he that secth me seeth him 
that sent me. 

40 I am come a light into the world, 
that whosoever bolieveth on me 
should not abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, 
and believe not, Ijudgo him not; for 
I came not to judge the world, but to 
save the world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one that 
judgoth him; the word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in 
tne last day. 

49 For I havo not spoken of myself; 
but the Father which sent me, he gave 
mo a commandment, what I should 
say, and what I should speak. 

50 And I know that his command¬ 
ment is life everlasting; whatsoever 
I speak therefore, even as the Father 
said unto me, so I speak. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Jtsut. wa&heth the ditciplee? feet — Command- 
ith them to love am another. 

N OW hoforo the feast of the pass- 
over, when Jesus knew that his 
hour was come that he should depart 
out of this world unto the Fatner, 
having loved his owd which were in 
tho world, he loved them unto the 
end. 

2 And supper being ended, the 
devil having now put into the heart 
of Judas Iscariot, Simon’s eon, to be 
tray him ; 

3 Jesus knowing (hat the Father 
had given all things into hie hands, 
and that he was come from God, and 
went to God ; 
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4 lie riseth from supper, and laid 
aside his garments; and took a tow¬ 
el, and girded himself. 

5 After that he poureth water into 
a basin, and he began to wash the 
disoiples' foot, and to wipe them with 
the towel whorowith he was girded. 

fl Then cometh he to Simon Peter; 
and Pc:cr saith unto him, Lord, dost 
thon wash in; feet? 

7 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
What I do thou knowest not now; 
but thou shalt know hereafter. 

8 Peter Baith unto him, Thou need- 
est not to wash my feet. Jesus an¬ 
swered him, If I wash thee not, thou 
hast no part with mo. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him. Lord, 
not my feet only, but also in; hands 
and m; head. 

10 Jesus saith to him, He that has 
washed his hands and his head, need- 
eth not save to wash his feet, but is 
olean ever; whit; and ;e are clean, 
but not all. Now this was the custom 
of (ho Jews under their law; where¬ 
fore, Jesus did this that the law might 
be fulfilled. 

11 For he knew who should betra; 
bim; therefore said he, Ye are not all 
clean. 

12 So after he had washed their 
feet, and had taken his garments, and 
was eot down again, he said unto 
them, Know ;e what I have done to 
;ou ? 

13 Ye call me Master and Lord; 
and ;e say well; for so I am. 

14 If I tnen, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; ;o also ought 
to wash one another’s feet. 

15 For I have given you an eiam- 

le, tbat ye should do as I have 

one to you, 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his 
lord ; neither ho that is sent greater 
than he that sent him. 

17 If ye know these things, happy 
are ye if ye do thorn. 

18 I speak not of you all; I know 
whom 1 have ohoson; but that the 
Soripture may be fulfilled, He that 
eateth bread with me hath lifted up 
his heel against me. 

19 Now I tell you before it come, 
that, when it is ocmeto pass, ye may 
believe tbat I am the Christ. 

20 Verily, verify, I say unto you, 


He that reoeiveth whomsoever I Bend 
reoeiveth me; and he that reoeiveth 
me reoeiveth him that sent mo. 

21 When Jesus had thus said, he 
was troubled in spirit, and testified, 
and said, Verily, verily I say unto 
yoq, that one of you shall betray me. 

22 Then the disciples looked one on 
another, doubting of whom he spake. 

23 Now there was leaning on Jesus' 
bosom one of his disciples, whom 
Jesus loved. 

24 Simon Peter therefore beckoned 
to him, that ho should ask who il 
should be of whom he spake. 

25 He then lying on Jesus’ breast 
saith unto him, Lord, who is it? 

20 Jesus answered. He it is, to whom 
I shall give a sop, when I have dip¬ 
ped it. And when ho had dipped the 
sop, he gave it to Judas Iscanot, the 
son of Simon. 

27 And after the sop Satan entered 
into him. Then said Jesus onto him, 
That thou doest, do quickly. 

28 Now no man at the table knew 
for what intent he spake this an to 
him. 

29 For some of them thought, be 
cause Judas had the bag, that Jesui 
had said unto him, Buy those things 
that we have need of against the 
feast; or, that he should give some¬ 
thing to the poor. 

30 He then, having reoeived the 
sop, went immediately out; and il 
was night. 

31 Therefore, whon ho was gone 
out, Jesus said, Now is the Son of 
Man glorified, and God is glorified in 
him. 

32 If God be glorified in him, God 
shall also glorify him in himself, and 
shall straightway glorify him. 

33 Little children, yet a little while 
I arn with you. Yo shall seek me; 
and as I said unto the Jews, Whithei 
I go, ye cannot come; so now I say 
to you. 

34 A now commandment I give unto 
you, Tbat ye love one another; a* I 
have loved you, that ye also love one 
another. 

35 By this shall all men know that 
yo are my disoiples, if ye have love 
one to another. 

36 Simon Pctor said nnto him, Lord, 
whither gocsl thou 7 Jesus answered 
him, Whither I go, thou oanst not 
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zollow rao now ; bul thou shalt follow 
me afterwards. 

37 Petor said unto him, Lord, why 
cannot I follow thee now? I will lay 
down my life for thy sake. 

38 Jesus answered him, Wilt thou 
lay down thy life for my sake? Ve¬ 
rily, verily, I say unto theo, The oook 
shall not orow, till thou hast denied 
me thrioe. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Christ the way, Pie truth, and the li/tj and 
one with the lather—Their prayers tn his 
name effectual— Requesteth Uwe and obedi- 
enee—Fromiseth the Holy Ghost the Cbm- 
forttr. 

ET not your heart be troubled; 
yo believe in God, believe also in 

me. 

2 In my F.ithor's house are many 
mansions; if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. 

3 And when I go, I will prepare a 
place for you, and aome again, and 
reoeive you unto myself; that where 
I am, ye may be also. 

4 And whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know. 

5 Thomas saith unto him, Lord, we 
know not whither thou goost; and 
how can we know the way ? 

0 Jesus saith unto him, I am tho 
way, the truth, and the life; no man 
cometh unto the Father, but by me. 

7 If ye had known mo, ye should 
have known my Father also; and 
from henooforth ye know him, and 
havo soon him. 

8 Philip saith unto him, Lord, show 
us the Fathor, and it suffloeth us. 

0 Jesus saith unto him, Have I 
been so long time with you, and yet 
hast thou not known me, Philip? he 
that hath seon me hath seen the 
Fathor; and how sayest thou then, 
Show us the Fathor? 

10 Bolieveet thou not that I am in 
the Father, and the Father in me? 
tho words that I speak unto you I 
speak not of myself; but the Father 
that dwelleth in me, he doeth the 
works. 

11 Bolieve me that I am in the 
Father, and tho Fathor in me; or else 
bolievo me for tho vory works’ sake. 

12 Verily, vorily, I aay onto you, I 
He that bolioveth on me, the works 
A** T do shall bo do also ; ami greater 


works than these shall he do ; becaust 
I go unto my Fathor. 

13 And whatsoever yo shall ask in 
my name, that will I do, that tho 
Father may be glorified in tho Son. 

14 If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do it. 

15 If ye love me, keep my oom- 
mandmonts. 

10 Aod I will pray the Fathor, and 
ho shall givo you another Comforter, 
that he may abido with you forever; 

17 Even the Spirit of truth; whom 
tho world cannot rocoive, because it 
soeth him not, neither knowoth him; 
but ye know him; for ho dwelloth 
with you, and shall be in you. 

18 I will not leave you comfortless; 
I will come to you. 

19 Yet a little while, and the world 
seoth mo no more; but yo see me; 
booause I livo, ye shall live also. 

20 At that day ye shall know that 
I am in my Father, and yo in me, 
and I in you. 

21 He that hath my commandments, 
and keepeth them, he it is that loveth 
me ; and he that lovoth mo shall bo 
loved of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself to him. 

22 Judas saith unto him, (not Isca¬ 
riot,) Lord, how is it thou wilt mani¬ 
fest thyself unto us, and not unto the 
world ? 

23 Josus answorod and said unto 
him, If a man lovo mo, he will keep 
my words; and my Father will love 
him, and wo will como unto him, 
and make our abodo with him. 

24 ne that lovoth me not keepeth 
not my sayings; and tho word wnioh 
ye hoar is not mine, but the Father’s 
whioh sent me. 

25 These things have I spoken unto 
you, being yet present with you. 

20 But the Comforter, whioh is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father wilJ 
send in my name, ho shall teach you 
all things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I 
have said unto you. 

27 Peaoe I leave with you, my 
poooe I give unto you; not as the 
world givoth, give I unto you. Let 
not your heart he troubled, neither 
let it he afraid. 

28 Ye have heard how I said unto 
you, I go away, and come again 
unto you. If ye loved me, ye would 
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rejoice, becauso I said, I go unto the 
Father; for my Father ib greater 
than I. 

29 And now I have told you before 
it come to pass, that, when it ie come 
to pass, ye might believe. 

30 Hereafter I will not talk much 
with you ; for the prince of darknesB, 
who is of thiB world, cometh, but 
hath no power over me, but he hath 
power over you. 

31 And I tell you these things, that 
ye may know that I love the Father; 
and as the Father gave me command¬ 
ment, even so I do. Arise, lot ue go 
hence. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The parable of the. vine—The hatred and 

persecution of the world—The office of the 

Holy Ghost , and of the apostiee. 

A Si the true vine, and my Father 
is the husbandman. 

2 Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away ; and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth 
it, that it may bring forth more fruit. 

3 Now yo are clean through the 
word which I have spoken unto you. 

4 Abide in me, and I in you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine ; no more 
oan ye, except ye abide in me. 

6 I am the vine, ye are the branohes. 
He that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit; 
for without me ye can do nothing. 

6 If a man abide not in mo, he is 
oast forth as a branch, and is withered; 
and men gather them, and cast them 
into the fire, and they are burned. 

7 If yo abide in me, and my words 
abido in you, yo shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you. 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, 
that yo bear much fruit; so shall ye 
bo my disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved me, bo 
have I lovod you; continue ye in my 
love. 

10 If ye keep my commandments, 
ye shall abide in my love; even as I 
have kept my Father's oommand- 
ments, and abido his love. 

11 These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy might remain in 
you, and that your joy might be full. 

12 This is my oommandmont, That 
ye love one another, as I have loved 
you. 


13 Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down hiB life for 
his friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do what¬ 
soever I command you. 

15 Henceforth I call you not ser 
vants; for the servant knoweth not 
what his lord doeth; but I have 
called you friends; for all things 
that I have heard of my Father I 
have made known unto you. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you, and ordained you, 
that ye should go and bring forth 
fruit, and that your fruit should re¬ 
main ; that whatsoever ye shall ask 
of the Father in my name, he may 
give it to you. 

17 These things I command you, 
that ye love one another. 

18 If the world hate you, ye know 
that it hated me before it hated 
you. 

19 If ye were of the world, the 
world would love his own ; but be- 
oanse ye are not of the world, but I 
have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth yon. 

20 Remember tbe word that I said 
unto you. The servant is not greater 
than his lord. If they have perse¬ 
cuted me, they will also persecute 
you; if they have kept my saying, 
they will keep yours also. 

21 But all these things will they do 
unto you for my name’s sake, because 
they know not him that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken 
unto them, they had not had sin ; bol 
now they have no cloak for their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth my 
Father also. 

24 If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man did, 
thoy had not had sin; but now have 
they both seen and hateth both me 
and my Father. 

25 But this cometh to pass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is written 
in their law. They hated me without 
a cause. 

26 But whcD tbe Comforter isoome, 
whom I will seDd unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of troth, which 
proceedcth from the Father, he eLall 
testify of me ; 

27 And yo also shall bear witness, 
becauso ye have hcen with rne from 
the beginning. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 

(.'hrist firretuQmeth of persecution—The pro¬ 
mise of the Holy 6host—Resurrection and 
ascension — Their prayers trt his name 
acce ptable to hi» blither—React in Christ, 
and tn the world affiiclwn. 
rpilESE things have I spoken unto 
_L you, that yo should not be of¬ 
fended. 

2 They Bhall put you out of the 
synagogues; yea, the time cometh, 
that whosoevor killeth you will think 
that he doeth God servioe. 

3 And these things will they do 
unto you, because thoy have not 
known the Fathor, nor me. 

4 Dut these things have I told you, 
that when the time shall come, yo may 
remember that I told yon of them. 
And these things I said not nnto you 
at the beginning, because I was with 
you. 

5 But now I go my way to him 
that Bent me ; and none of you ask- 
cth me, Whither goest thou? 

0 But because I have Baid those 
things unto you, Borrow hath filled 
your heart. 

7 Nevertheless I toll you the truth; 
It is expedient for you that I go 
nway; for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not oome unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto 
70U. 

8 And when he is oome, he will re¬ 
prove the world of sin, and of right¬ 
eousness, and of judgment; 

9 Of sin, beoause thoy believe not 
on me; 

10 Of righteousness, beoause I go 
to my Fathor, and thoy see me no 
more ; 

11 Of judgment, beoause the prinoo 
of this world is judged. 

12 I have yet many things to say 
unto you, but ye oannot boar them 
now. 

13 Howbcit whou ho, the Spirit of 
truth, is oome, ho will guide you into 
all truth ; for he shall not speak of 
himself; but whatsoever ho shall 
hear, that shall ho speak; and he will 
show you things to oomo. 

14 lie shall glorify me; for he shall 
roooive of mine, and shall show it 
unto you. 

15 All things that the Father hath 
arc mine ; Ihereforo said I, that ho 
Bhall take of mine, aDd shall show it 
unto you. 
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16 A little while, and ye shall not 
see me; and again, a little while, and 
ye shall Bee me, because I go to the 
Fathor. 

17 Then said some of hia disciples 
among themselves, What is this that 
he aailh unto us, A little while, and 
ye shall not see me; and again, a 
little while, and ye shall see me; and, 
Beoause I go to the Father? 

10 They said therefore, What is 
this that he saith, A little while ? we 
oannot tell what ho saith. 

19 Now Jesus knew that they wero 
desirous to ask him, and said unto 
them, Do ye inquiro among your- 
solves of that I said, A little while, 
and ye shall not see me; and again, 
a little while, and ye shall see me ? 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
That ye shall weep and lament, but 
the world shall rejoice; and ye shall 
be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall 
bo turned into joy. 

21 A woman whon she is in travail 
hath sorrow, beoause her hour is 
come; but as soon as she ia deliver¬ 
ed of the child, she remembereth no 
more the anguish, for joy that a man 
is born into the world. 

22 And ye now therefore have sor¬ 
row; but I will see you again, and 
your heart shall rojoioe, and your 
joy no man taketh from you. 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me 
nothing but it shall be done unto 
you. Verily, vorily, I say unto you, 
Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father 
in my name, he will give it you. 

24 Hitherto havo ye asked nothing 
in my name; ask, and ye shall re¬ 
ceive, that your joy may be full. 

25 These things have I spoken 
unto you in proverbs; but the time 
oomelh, when I shall no more speak 
unto you in proverbs, but I shall 
show you plainly of the Father. 

2G At that day ye shall ask in my 
name; and I say not unto you, that 
I will pray the Father for you; 

27 For the Father himself lovetb 
you, bocauso ye have loved me, and 
have believed that I came out from 
God. 

28 I o&me forth from the Father, 
and am oome into the world; again, 
I leave the world, and go to the Fa¬ 
ther. 

29 His disciples said unto him. Lo, 
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now spe&kosl Ihou plainly, and speak- 
03t no proverb. 

30 Now are we sure that thou know- 
est all things, and needo*t not that 
any man should ask thee; hy this 
we believe that thou oameBt forth 
from God. 

31 Jesus answered them. Do ye now 
believe ? 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, 
is now oome, that ye shall be scatter¬ 
ed, every man to Mb own, and Bhall 
leave me alone; and yet I am not 
alone, because the Father is with 
me. 

33 Those things I have spoken 
unto you, that in me ye might have 
peace. In the world ye shall have 
tribulation; hut bo of good oheer; I 
have overcome the world. 

CHAPTER XVn. 

C7ir£rt prayeth to hit Pother to glorify him 
— To keep hit apostiet in unity and truth , 
and all other belieoert, with him. 

HKSE words spake Jesus, and 
lifted up his eyes to heaven, and 
said, Father, the hour is oomo; glo¬ 
rify thy Son, that thy Son also may 
glorify thee; 

2 As thou hast given him power 
over all flesh, that ho should give 
eternal life to as many as thou hast 
given him. 

3 And this is life eternal, that they 
might know thoe the only true God, 
and Jesue Christ, whom thou hast 
sent. 

4 I havo glorified theo on the earth; 
I have finished tho work which thou 
gavest mo to do. 

5 And now, 0 Father, glorify thou 
me with thine own self with tho glory 
whioh I had with thee heforo the 
world was. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto 
tho men which thou gavoBt me out 
of the world ; thino they were, and 
thou gavest them me; and they have 
kept thy word. 

7 Now they have known that all 
things whatsoever thou hast given 
me are of thee. 

8 For I havo given unto them the 
words which thou gavest mo; and 
they have received them, and have 
known surely that I o&rae out from 
thoe, and they hnvo believed that 
thou didst send me. 


9 I pray for Ihem; I pray not for 
the worla, bnt for them whioh thou 
hast given me; for they are thine. 

10 And all mine arc thine, and 
thino are mine; and I am glorified 
in them. 

11 And dow I am no more in the 
world, but these are in the world, and 
I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they may 
be one, as we are. 

12 While I was with them in the 
world, I kept them in ihy name; 
those that tnou gavest mo I have 
kept, and none of them is lost, but 
the son of perdition : that the scrip¬ 
ture might be fulfilled. 

I 13 And now come I to thee; and 
these things I speak in the world, 
l that they might have my joy fulfilled 
in themselves. 

14 I have given them thy word; 
and the world hath hated them, bo- 
cause they are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. 

15^ I pray not that thou ehouldeet 
take them out of the world, but that 
thou shouldest keep them from the 
evil. 

16 They are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. 

17 Sanctify them through thy truth; 
thy word is truth. 

18 As thon hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them 
into the world. 

19 And for their sakes I sanotify 
myself, that they also might bo sanc¬ 
tified through the truth. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also whioh shall believe 

I on me through their word; 

21 That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one iD us; that 
the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou gavest 
me I have given them ; that they 
may be ono, even as we are ono; 

23 I in thorn, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one; 
and that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and haBt loved 
thorn, as thou hast lovod me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, 
whom thon hast given me, be with 
me where I am ; that they may be- 
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hold my glory, which thou hast given 
inc; lor lliou lovedst mo before the 
foundation of the world. 

25 O righteous Falher, the world 
hath not. known thee; but I have 
known thee, and these have known 
that thou hast soDt me. 

26 And I havo declared unto them 
thy name, and will declare it; that 
the love wherewith thou hast loved 
me may be in them, and I in them. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

fudat bfiraynh Jesus—The officers fall to 
the ffraund—Peter tmxtelh off Male hut' ear 
— Pein's denial—Jesus examined before 
Caiaphas— Before l\laU—The Jews ask 
llarabbas. 

W IIKN Jesus had spoken these 
words, he went forth with his 
disciples over the brook Cedron, where 
was a garden, into the which he en¬ 
tered, and his disciples. 

2 And Judas also, which betrayed 
him, know the place; for Jesus oft- 
times resorted thither with his disoi- 
ples. 

3 Judas then, having received a 
band of men and officers from tho 
chief priests and Pharisees, cometh 
thither with lanterns and torches and 
weapons. 

4 Jesus therefore, knowingall things 
that should oome upon him, went forth, 
and said unto them, Whom seek yo ? 

5 They answered him, Jesus of 
Naznrelh. Jesus saith unto them, I 
am ho. And Judas also, wbioh be¬ 
trayed him, stood with them. 

0 As soon then as he had said unto 
them, T aui he, thoy went backward, 
and fell to the ground. 

7 Thon asked he them again, Whom 
seek yo? And they said, Jesus of 
Nazareth. 


8 Jesus answered, I have told you 
that I am he; if thereforo ye seek 
me, let these go thoir way; 

9 That the saying might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, Of them which thou 
gavest me navo I lost none. 

10 Thon Simon Peter having a 
sword drew it, and smote the high 
priost's servant, and out of! his right 
ear. The servant’s name was Mal- 
ohus. 


11 Then said Josus unto Peter, Put 
up thy sword into the sheath; the 
oup which my Fathor hath given me, 
•hall r not drink it? 

12 Then the band and the captain 


and officers of the Jews took Josus, 
and bound him, 

13 And led him away to Annas first; 
for ho was father-in-law to Caiaphas, 
which was tbo high priest that same 
year. 

14 Now Caiaphas waB ho, which 
gave oounscl to the Jews, that it was 
expedient that one man should die 
for tho poople. 

15 And Simon Peter followed Jesus, 
and so did another disciple ; that dis- 
oiple was known unto the high priest, 
and went in with Jesus into the pa¬ 
lace of the high priost. 

16 But Peter stood at the door with¬ 
out. Then wont out that other disci¬ 
ple, whioh was known unto the high 
priest, and spake unto her that kept 
tho door, and brought in Peter. 

17 Then saith the damsel that kept 
the door unto Peter, Art not thou 
also one of this man's disciples ? lie 
saith, I am not. 

18 And the servants and officers 
stood there, who had made a fire of 
coals, for it was oold; and thoy 
warmed themselves; and Peter stood 
with them, and warmed himself. 

19 The high priest then asked Jesus 
of bis disciples, and of his doctrine. 

20 Jesus answered him, I spake 
openly to tho world ; I ever taught 
in the synagogue, and in the temple, 
whither the Jgwb always resort; and 
in Beorct have I said nothing. 

21 Why askeet thou me? ask them 
whioh heard me, what I have said 
unto them ; behold, thoy know what 
I said. 

22 And when bo had thus spoken, 
one of the officers whioh stood by 
struck Jesus with tho palm of his 
hand, saying, Answerest thou the 
high priost so ? 

23 Jesus answered him, If I have 
spoken evil, bear witDesB of the evil; 
but if well, why smitost thou me? 

24 Now Annas had sent him bound 
unto Caiaphas tho high priest. 

25 And Simon Peter stood and 
warmed himself. Thoy said there¬ 
fore unto him, Art not thon also one 
of his disoiplos? Ho donied it, and 
said, I am not. 

26 One of the servants of the high 
priest, being his kinsman whose ear 
Peter out off, saith, Did I not see 
thee in the garden with him ? 
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27 Peter then denied again; and 
immediately the cock crew. 

28 Then led they Jesus from Caia- 
phae unto tho hall of judgment; and 
it was early; and they themselves 
went not into the judgment hall, lest 
they should be defiled; but that they 
might eat the passover. 

29 Pilate then went out unto them, 
and said, What accusation bring yo 
against this man ? 

30 They answered and said unto 
him, If he were not a malefactor, we 
would not have delivered him up 
unto tbeo. 

31 Then said Pilate unto Lhem, Take 
ye him, and judge him according to 
your law. The Jews therefore said 
unto him, It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death ; 

32 That the saying of Jesus inighL 
be fulfilled, which he spake signify¬ 
ing what death he should die. 

33 Then Pilato entered into the 
judgment hall again, and called Je¬ 
sus, and said unto him, Art thou the 
King of the Jews ? 

34 Jesus answered him, Sayest thou 
this thing of thyself, or did others 
tell it thee of me ? 

35 Pilate answered, Am I a Jew ? 
Thine own nation and the chief 
priests have delivered thee unto me; 
what hast thou done ? 

36 Jesus answered, My kingdom is 
not of this world; if my kingdom 
were of this world, then would my 
servants fight, that I should not be 
delivered to the Jews; but now is my 
kingdom not from hence. 

37 Pilate therefore said unto him, 
Art thon a king then ? Josus an¬ 
swered, Thou sayest that I am a king. 
To this end was I born, and for this 
cause came I into the world, that I 
Bbould bear witness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth hcar- 
eth my voioe. 

38 Pilate saith unto him, What is 
truth? And when he had said this, 
he went out again unto the Jews, and 
saith unto them, I find in him no 
fault at all. 

39 But ye have a custom, that I 
should release unto you one at the 
passover; will ye therefore that I 
release unto you the King of the 

lews ? 

40 Then cried they all again, say¬ 


ing, Not this man, but Barabbas. 
Now Barabbas was a robber. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Christ is scourged, crowned with thorns , and 
beaten—Pilots ddivrrdh Aim to be cruci¬ 
fied—They cast lots for his garments—Hi 
dielh—His side is pierced—He is buried 
by Joseph and Nicodemus. 

IIEN Pilate therefore took Jeans, 
and scourged him. 

2 And the soldiers platted a crown 
of thorns,and put it on his head, and 
they put on him a purple robe, 

3 And said, Hail, King of the Jews! 
and they smoto him with their hands. 

4 Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purpb 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them. 
Behold the man! 

6 When the chief priests therefore 
and officors saw him, they cried out, 
saying, Crucify him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Take ye him, 
and crucify him; for I find no fault 
in him. 

7 The Jews answered him, We have 
a law, and by our law he ought to 
die, because he mado himself the Son 
of God. 

8 When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, he wa9 the more afraid; 

9 And went again into tho judgment 
hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave him no an¬ 
swer. 

10 Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me? knoweat 
thou not that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to release thee? 

11 Jesus answered, Thou oouldest 
haTe no power at all against me, ex¬ 
cept it were given thee from above; 
therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him; but the Jews 
oried out, saying, If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Cmsaris friend; 
whosoever maketh himself a king 
speaketh against Cmsar. 

13 When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, he brought Jesus forth, and 
sat down in the judgment seat in a 
place callod the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, ftabbatha. 
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14 And It was the preparation of 
the passovor, and about the sixth 
hour; and he snitb unto the Jews, 
Behold your King ! 

15 But they oriod out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him. Pi¬ 
late eaith unto them. Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief priests 
aneworod, We have no king but 
Caesar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore 
unto them to be crucified. And they 
took Jcsub, and led him away. 

17 And he boaring his cross went 
forth into a place called the place of 
burial; whicn is callod in the Hebrew 
Golgotha; 

IB Where Ihey crucified him, and 
two others with him, on either side 
one, and .Jesus in tho midst. 

10 And Pilule wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross. And tho writing waa, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KINO 
OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jew9 ; for the place where Josua waa 
crucified waB nigh to the city; and it 
wae written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the 
Jows to Pilate, Write not, The King 
of the Jews; but that ho said, I am 
King of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered, What I have 
wriLlen I have written. 

23 Then the soldiers, when they 
bad orucified Jesus, took his gar¬ 
ments, and made four parts, to every 
soldier a part; and also his coat; 
now the coat was without scam, 
woveD from the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among them¬ 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be; that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, which 
Baitn, They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vosture they did 
oast lots. These things therefore the 
soldierB did. 

25 Now there stood by the cross of 
Jesus his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw hie 
mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom he loved, he eaith unto his 
mother, Woman, behold thy eon! 

27 Then saith he to the disoiple. 
Behold thy mother! And from that 
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hour that disoiple took her unio hit 
owu homo. 

28 After this, Jcau9 knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, 
that the soripture might be lultillcd, 
saith, I thirst. 

29 Now there was a vessel full of 
vinegar, mingled with gall, and they 
filled a sponge with it, and put upon 
hyssop, and put to his moutn. 

30 When Jesus therefore had re¬ 
ceived tho vinegar, he said, It is 
finished; and he bowed his head, and 
gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, becauso it 
was tho preparation, that tho bodies 
should not remain upon the cross on 
the Sabbath day, (for that Sabbath 
day was a high day,) besought Pilate 
that their legs might bo broken, and 
that thoy might he taken away. 

32 Thon oamo tho soldiers, and 
brake the leg9 of the first, and of 
the other which was crucified with 
him. 

33 But when they camo to Jesus, 
and saw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs; 

34 But one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came thore out blood and water. 

35 And he that saw it hare record, 
and his record is true; and he know- 
eth thaL he saith true, that ye might 
believe. 

36 For these things were done, that 
tho soripture should be fulfilled, A 
bone of nim shall not be broken. 

37 And again anoLher soripture 
saith, They Bhall look on him whom 
thoy piorced. 

38 And after this Joseph of Arima- 
thea, being a disciple of Jesus, but 
secretly for fear of the Jews, besought 
Pilate that he might take away the 
body of Jesus; and Pilate gave him 
leave. He came therefore, and took 
the body of Jesus. 

39 And there oame also Nicodemus, 
(whioh at the first oame to Jesus by 
night,) and brought a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about a hundred 
ponnd weight. 

40 Then took they the body of JeBus, 
and wound it in linen olothes with the 
spioes, as the manner of the Jews is 
to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was 
orooified there was a garden ; and in 
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the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
was never man ycl laid. 

42 There laid they Jesus therefore 
because of the Jews' preparation day; 
for the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 
CHAPTER XX. 

Mary cometh to the sepulchre—So do Piter 
and John—Jems appeartth to Mary Mag¬ 
dalene ., and to his disciples—The incre¬ 
dulity, and confession of Thomas. 

HE firBt day of the week comcth 
Mary Magdalene early, when it 
waa yet dark, onto the Bepnlchre, 
and seeth the atone taken away from 
the Bepulohre, and two angels sitting 
thereon. 

2 Then she runneth, and cometh 
to Simon Peter, and to the other dis- 
oiple, whom Jeans loved, and saith 
unto them. They have taken away 
the Lord out of the sepulchre, and we 
know not where they have laid him. 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and 
that other disciple, and came to the 
sepulohre. 

4 So they ran both together: and 
the other disciple did outrun Peter, 
and came first to the sepulchre. 

5 And he stooping down, and look¬ 
ing in, saw the linen clothes lying; 
yet went he not in. 

0 Then cometh Simon Peter follow¬ 
ing him, and went into the sepulchre, 
and seeth the linen clothee lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about 
his head, not lying with the lineD 
clothes, but wrapped together in a 
place hy itself. 

8 Then went in also that other dis¬ 
ciple, which came first to the sepul¬ 
chre, and he saw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the 
scripture, that he must rise again 
from the dead. 

10 Then the disoiples went away 
again unto their own homes. 

11 But Mary stood without at the 
scpulohre weeping; and as she wept, 
she stooped down, and looked into 
the sepulchre, 

12 And seeth two angels in white 
sitting, the one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of 
Jesus had lain. 

13 And they say unto her, Woman, 
why weepost thou 7 She saith unto 
them, Because they have taken away 
my Lord, and I know not where they 
have laid him. 


14 And when she nad thus said, 
she turned herself haob, and saw Je- 
bus Binding, and knew not that ii 
was Jesus. 

15 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? whom seckest 
thou7 Sne, supposing him to be the 
gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou 
have borne him hence, tell me where 
thou hast laid him, and I will take 
him away. 

10 Jesos saith onto her, Mary. She 
turned hereelf, and saith unto him, 
RabboDi; which is to say, Master. 

17 Jcsns saith onto her, Hold: touch 
me not; for I am not yet ascended to 
my Father; but go to my brethren, 
and BAy unto them, I ascend unto 
my Father, and yonr Father; and to 
my God, and yonr God. 

18 Mary Magdalene came and told 
the disciples that she had Been the 
Lord, and that he had spoken these 
things unto her. 

19 Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, when 
tho doors were shut where the dis¬ 
ciples were assembled for fear of the 
JewB, came Jesus and Btood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace bo 
unto you. 

20 And when ho had so said, he 
showed unto them hi9 hands and his 
side. Then were the disciples glad, 
when they baw the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesos to them again, 
Peace be unto you; as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I yon. 

22 And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, Reoeive ye the Holy Ghost: 

23 Whosesoever siuB ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them; and whose¬ 
soever sinB ye retain, they are retain¬ 
ed. 

24 Bnt Thomas, one of the twelve, 
oalled Didymus, was not with them 
when Jesus came. 

25 The other disoiples therefore 
said unto him, We nave seen the 
Lord. But he B&id unto tbem, Ex¬ 
cept I shall see in his hands the 
print of the nails, and pat my finger 
into the print of the nails, and thrust 
my hand into his Bide, I will not be¬ 
lieve. 

26 And after eight days again his 
disoiples were within, and Thomas 
with them; then oame Jesus, the 
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doors being shut, and stood in the I dred cubits,) dragging the net with 


midst, ami said, Poaoe be unto you. 

27 Then aaith ho to Thomas, Roaoh 
hither thy finger, and behold my 
hands; and reaoh hither thy hand, 
and thrust it into my side; and be 
not faithless, but believing. 

28 And Thomas answered and said 
onto him, My Lord and my God. 

29 Jesus aaith unto him, Thomas, 
bocause thou haBt seon mo, thou hast 
believed; blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed. 

30 And many other signs truly did 
Jesus in the prosenoe of his disciples, 
whioh are not written in this book; 

31 But these are writton, that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that believing 
ye might have life through his name. 

CUAPTKR XXI. 

Christ appearing again to his disciples—He 
dineth with them. 

FTER those things Jesus showed 
himself again to the disoiples 
at tho sea of Tiberias; and on this 
wise showed he himself. 

2 There wero together Simon Peter, 
and Thomas called Didymus, and 
Nathanaol of Cana in Galilee, and 
the sons of Zebcdee, and two other 
of his disoiples. 

3 Simon Peter saith unto them, I 
go a-fishing. They say unto him, 
We also go with thee. They went 
forth, and entorod into a ship imme¬ 
diately ; and that night they caught 
nothing. 

4 But when the morning was now 
oome, Jeflus stood on the shore; but 
the disciples knew not that it was 
Jesus. 

6 Then Jesus saith unto them, 
Children, have ye any meat? They 
answered him, No. 

0 And he said unto them, Cast the 
net on the right side of the ship, and 
ye shall find. They oast therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw 
it for tbe multitude of fishes. 

7 Therefore that disciple whom Je¬ 
sus loved saith unto Peter, It is the 
Lord. Now when Simon Peter heard 
that it was the Lord, he girt his fish¬ 
er's coat unto him, (for he was naked,) 
and did oast himself into the sea. 

8 And the other disciples oame in 
a littlo shin, (for they wore not far 
from land, but as it were two hun- 


flshes. 

0 As soon then os they were oome 
to land, they saw a fire of ooals there, 
and fish laid thereon, and bread. 

10 Jesus aaith unto them, Bring of 
the fish whioh ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Petor went np, and drew 
the net to land full of great fishes, a 
hundred and fifty and three; and for 
all there were so many, yet was not 
the net broken. 

12 Jesus saith unto them, Come 
and dine. And none of the disoiples 
durst ask him, Who art thou ? know¬ 
ing that it was the Lord. 

13 Jesus then oometh, and taketh 
bread, and giveth them, and fish like 
wise. 

14 This is now the third time that 
Jesus showed himself to his disoi- 
pies, after that he was risen from tbe 
dead. 

15 So when they had dined, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter, Simon, Bon of 
Jonas, lovest thou me more than 
thoBe? He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that I love Ihea. 
lie saith unto him, Feed my lambs. 

10 He saith to him again the second 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me? He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. 
He saith unto him, Feed my sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me ? Peter was grieved because 
he said unto him the third time, 
Lovest thou mo? And he said unto 
him, Lord, thou knowest all things; 
thou knowest that I love thee. Jesus 
saith unto him, Feed my Bheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
When thou wast young, thou gird- 
edst thyself, and walkedBt whither 
thou wouldeot; but when thou shall 
be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
hands, and another shall gird thee, 
and carry thee whither thou wouldest 
not. 

19 This spake ho, signifying by 
what death he should glorify God. 
And when he had spoken this, he 
saith unto him, Follow me. 

20 Then Peter, turning about, seeth 
the disciple whom Jesus loved follow¬ 
ing ; whioh also leaned on hia breast 
at supper, and said, Lord, whioh la 
he that betrayeth theef 
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21 Peter seeing him Baith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what Bhall this man do? 

22 Jeans Baith unto him. If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is that 
to thee ? follow thou me. 

23 Then went this saying abroad 
among the brethren, that that disci¬ 
ple should not die; yet Jesus said 
not unto him, He shall not die; but 
If I will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee ? 


24 This is the disciple which testi 
fieth of these things, and wrote those 
things; and we know that his testi 
mony is true. 

25 And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, 
if they should be written every one, 
I suppose that even the world itself 
could not contain the books lhai 
should be written. Amen. 


THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 


CHAPTER L 

TV Holy Ghost promised, by virtue whereof 
Uu apostles should be Christs witnesses , 
even to the utmost parts of Vie earth—Two 
angels speak of Christ's second coming — 
Matthias chosen in place of Judas. 

IIE former treatise have I made, 
0 TheophiluB, of all that Jesus 
began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was 
taken np, after that he through the 
Holy Ghost had given oommandments 
unto the apoetleB whom he had cho¬ 
sen ; 

3 To whom also he showed himself 
alive after his sufferings by many 
infallible proofs, being seen of them 
forty days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of Qod ; 

4 And, being with them when they 
were assembled together, commanded 
them that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem, but wait for the 

romise of the Father, which, saith 
e, ye have heard of me. 

5 For John truly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days hence. 

8 When they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying, 
Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel ? 

7 And he said uuto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. 

8 But ye Bhall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you; and ye shall be witnesses onto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 

0 And wnen he had spoken these 


things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up ; and a cload received him 
out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked steadfast!} 
toward heaven as he went up, hehold. 
two men stood by them in white 
apparel; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Gali 
lee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 

12 Then retnrncd they nnto Jerusa 
lem from the mount called Olivet, 
which is from Jerusalem a Sabbath 
day's journey. 

13 Aud when they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where ahode both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Matthew, 
James the son of Alpheus, and Simon 
Zelotes, and Judas the brother of 
James. 

14 Those all continued with one 
Accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the mother 
of Jesns, and with his brethren. 

15 Aud in those days Peter stood np 
in the midst of the disciples, and said, 
(the number of names together were 
about a hundred and twenty,) 

18 Men and brethren, this soripture 
must needs have boen fulfilled, whioh 
the Holy Ghost by the mouth of David 
spake before concerning Judas, which 
was guide to them that took Jesus. 

17 For he was numbered with us, 
and hadobtained partof this ministry. 

16 Now this man purohased a field 
with the reward of iniquity ; and 1*11 
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Ing headlong, he burst asunder lathe 
midst, and all his bowelB gushed out. 

10 And it was known unto all the 
dwellers at Jerusalem; insomuoh as 
that field is o&llod, in their proper 
tonguo, Aceldama, that is to say, The 
field of blood. 

20 For it is written in the book of 
Psalms, Let his habitation be desolate, 
and let no man dwell therein; and. 
His bishoprio let another take. 

21 Wherefore of theBe men which 
have oompanied with ub all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out 
among us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of 
John, unto that same day that he was 
taken up from us, must one be ordained 
to be a witness with us of his resur¬ 
rection. 

23 And thoy appointed two, Joseph 
called Barsabas, who was surnamed 
Justus, and Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, and said, Thou, 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of all 
men, show whether of these two thou 
hast ohosen, 

25 That he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleship, from which 
Judas by transgression fell, that he 
might go to hie own place. 

26 And they gave forth their lots; 
and the lot fell upon Matthias; and 
he was numbered with the eleven 
apostles. 

CHAPTER II. 

The apostles, filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
speaking divers language*, are admired by 
tome, and derided by others — Peter’s testi¬ 
mony—A great number that were converted 
were baptised — The apostle* work many 
miracle*—God daily increasing his church. 

ND when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one plaoe. 

2 And suddenly there oame a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they wore sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them 
oloven tongues like as of fire, and it 
rested upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the 
Holy Qhost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utteranoi. 

5 And there were dwelling at Jeru¬ 
salem Jowb, dovout men, out of every 
nation under heaven. 


0 Now when this was noised abroad, 
the multitude oame together, and were 
confounded, because that every man 
heard thorn speak in his own language. 

7 And they wore all amazed and 
marvelled, saying one to another, Be¬ 
hold, are not all these which speak 
Galileans ? 

6 And how hear we every man in our 
own tongue, wherein we were born ? 

9 Parthians, and Medes, and Elam¬ 
ites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, 
and in Judea, and Cappadocia, in 
Pontus, and Asia, 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in 
Egypt, and in the parts of Libya 
about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, 
JewB and proselytes, 

11 Cretes and Arabians, we do hear 
them speak in our tongues the won 
dorful works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, and 
were in doubt, saying one to another, 
WLat meaneth this ? 

13 Others mooking said, These men 
are full of new wine. 

14 But Peter, standing up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and said 
unto them, Ye men of Judea, and all 
ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be this 
known unto you, and hearken to my 
words; 

15 For these are not drunken, as ye 
suppose, seeing it is bat the third hour 
of tne day. 

16 But thi9 is that which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel; 

17 And it shall come to pass in the 
last dayB, saith God, I will pour out 
of my Spirit upon all flesh ; and your 
sons and your daughters shall pro¬ 
phesy, and your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream 
dreamB; 

18 And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy; 

19 And I will show wonders in 
heaven above, and signs in the earth 
beneath; blood, and fire, and vapour 
of smoke; 

20 The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, 
before the groat and notable day of 
the Lord come; 

21 And it shall oome to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved. 
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22 Te men of Israel, hear these I 37 Now when they beard this, thej 


words ; Jesus of Nazareth, a man ap¬ 
proved of God among you by mira¬ 
cles and wonders and signs, whioh 
God did by him in the midst of you, 
as ye yourselves also know ; 

23 Him, being delivered by the de¬ 
terminate counsel and foreknowledge 
of God, ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crooified and slain; 

24 Whom God hath raisod ap, hav¬ 
ing loosed the pains of death; be¬ 
cause it was not possible that he 
should be holden of it. 

25 For David speaketh concerning 
him, I foresaw the Lord always be¬ 
fore my face; for he is on my right 
hand, that I should not be moved; 

20 Therefore did my heart rejoice, 
and my tongue was glad; moreover 
also my flesh shall rest in hope; 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my 
soul in prison, neither wilt thou suf¬ 
fer thine Holy One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to me 
the ways of life; thou shalt make 
me full of joy with thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch Da¬ 
vid, that he is both dead and buried, 
and his sepulchre is with us unto this 
day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that God had sworn with 
an oath to him, that of the fruit of 
his loins, aooording to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ to sit on his 
throne; 

31 He, seeing this before, spake of 
the resnrreotion of Christ, tnat his 
soul was not left in hell, neither his 
flesh did see corruption. 

32 This JesuB hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. 

33 Therefore being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having re¬ 
ceived of tho Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this, which ye now see and hear. 

34 For David is not ascended into 
the heavens; but he saith himself, 
The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, 

35 Until I make thy foes thy fooU 
stool. 

30 Therefore let all the honse of 
Israel know assuredly, that God hath 
made that same Jesus whom ye hare 
oraoifled, both Lord and ChriiL 


were pricked in their heart, and said 
unto Peter and to the rest of the 
apostles, Men and brethren, what 
shall we do 7 

38 Then Peter said unto them, Re 
pent, and be baptized every one of 
yon in the name of Jcsub Christ fur 
the remission of sins, and yo shall re 
ceive the gift of the Iluly Ghost. 

39 For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
oar God shall call. 

40 And with many other words did 
he testify and exhort, saying, Save 
yonrselves from this untoward gene 
ration. 

41 Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized; and the same 
day there were added unto them 
about three thousand souls. 

42 And they continued steadfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fellow 
ship, ana in breaking of bread, ami 
in' prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul; 
and many wonders and Bigns wore 
done by the apostlea. 

44 And all that believed were to 
gether, and had all things common ; 

45 And sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need. 

40 And they, continning daily with 
one accord in the temple, and break 
ing bread from house to hoose, did 
eat their meat with gladness and 
singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having fa¬ 
vour with all the people. And the 
Lord added to the church daily such 
as should be saved. 

CHAPTER III. 

A lame man restored—Peter rsJurrteth 
by repentance and faith to teeJc remiinm 
of their sins, anti salvation in Jesus. 

OW Peter and John went up to¬ 
gether into the temple at the 
ninth hour, for prayer. 

2 And a oertain man lame from 
his mother’s womb waB carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple whioh is called Beautiful, to 
ask alms of them that entered into 
tho temple ; 

3 Who, Beeing Peter and John about 
to go into the temple, asked an alms. 

4 And Peter And John, fajrtanlnj 
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their oyea upon him, said, Look on us. 

6 And he gave heed unto them, 
eipeoting to receive something of 
thorn. 

0 Then Peter said, Silver and gold 
have I none; bnt such as I have give 
I thee; In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Naiareth rise up and walk. 

7 And he took nim by the right 
hand, and lifted him up; and imme¬ 
diately hie feet and ankle bonoe re¬ 
ceived strength. 

8 And he leaping up stood, and 
walkod, and enLered with them into 
the temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praising God. 

9 And all the people saw him walk¬ 
ing and praising God; 

10 And thev knew that it was he 
wbioh aat for alms at the Boautiful 
gate of the temple; and thoy were 
flllod with wonder and amaremont at 
that whiah had happoned unto him. 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed hold Potor and John, all tho 
people ran together unto them in the 

I jorch that is called Solomon's, great- 
y wondoring. 

12 And when Peter saw this, he 
answered and said unto the people, 
Ye mon of Israel, why marvel ye at 
this ? or why look ye so earnestly on 
us, as though by our own power or 
holiness we had made this man to 
walk ? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaao, and of Jacob, tho God of our 
fathers, bath glorified hie Son Jesus; 
whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when 
he was determined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy Ono and 
the JuBt, and doBired a murderer to 
be grauted unto you; 

15 And killed the Prinoe of life, 
whom God hath raised from the dead; 
whereof we aro witnesses. 

10 And this man, through faith in 
his name,bath been made strong,whom 
ye see and know; yea, the faith whioh 
is in him hath given him this perfeot 
soundness in the presence of yon all. 

17 And now, hrethren, I know that 
tbreugh ignoranoe ye have done this, 
as also your rulers. 

]8 But those things, whioh God be¬ 
fore had showed by the mouth of all 
his prophets, that Christ should suf¬ 
fer, he bath so fulfilled. 


19 Repent ye therefore, and be oon- 
verted, that your sins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refreshing 
shall come from the presence of the 
Lord; 

20 And he shall send JoBns Christ, 
whom ye have oruoified, whioh be 
fore was preached unto you ; 

21 Whotn the heavens must receive 
until the timos of restitution of all 
things whioh God hath spoken by 
the mouth of all his holy prophets 
since the world bogan. 

22 For Mosoe truly said unto the 
fathors, A Prophet shall the Lord your 
God raise up unto you of your brethren, 
liko unto me; him shall yo hear in all 
things whatsoever he shall Bay ante 
you. 

23 And it shall oome to pass, that 
every soul, whieh will not near that 
Prophot, shall be destroyed from 
among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from 
Samuel and those that follow after, as 
many as have spoken, have likewise 
foretold of those days. 

25 Ye are the children of the pro¬ 
phets, and of the covenant which God 
made with our fathers, saying unto 
Ahraham, And in thy seed shall all 
the kindreds of the earth he blessed. 

20 Unto you first God, having raised 
up his Son Jesus, sent him to bless 
you, in turning away every one of 
you from his iniquities. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Rulers offended—Filer and John imprisoned 
- -Saltation by Jems only—AlWungs oom- 

ND as thoy spake onto the people, 
the priests, and the captain of 
tbe temple, and the Saddnoees, came 
upon them, 

2 Being grieved that they tanghl 
the people, and preached through 
Jesus the rosQrreotion from the dead. 

3 And thoy laid hands on them, and 
put them in hold unto the next day; 
for it was now eventide. 

4 Ilowbeit many of them whioh heard 
the word believed; and the number of 
the ‘men was about five thousand. 

5 And it oame to pass on the morrow, 
that their rulers, and elders, and 
soribes, 

0 And Annas the high priest, and 
Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred 
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of the high priest, were gathered to¬ 
gether at Jerusalem. 

7 And when they had set them in 
the midst, they aBked, By what power, 
or by what name, have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Te rulers of 
the people, and elders of Israel, 

0 If we this day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, 
by what meanB be is made whole; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and to 
all the people of Israel, that by the 
name of Jesus ChriBt of Nazareth, 
whom ye crucified, whom Ood raised 
from the dead, even by him doth this 
man stand here hefore you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was set 
at naught of you huilders, which is 
hecome the head of the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any 
other; for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, 
wherehy we must he saved. 

13 Now when they saw the boldness 
of Peter and John, and perceived that 
they were unlearned and ignorant 
men, they marvelled; and they took 
knowledge of them, that they had 
been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, they 
eould say nothing against it. 

16 But when they Dad commanded 
them to go aside out of the council, 
they conferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to 
these men ? for that indeed a notable 
miracle hath been done by them is 
manifest to all them that dwell in 
Jerusalem ; and we cannot deny it. 

17 But that it spread no further 
among the people, let ns etraitly 
threaten them, that they speak hence¬ 
forth to no man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and com¬ 
manded them not to speak at all nor 
teach in the name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered 
and said unto them, Whether it he 
right in the sight of God to hearken 
unto yon more than unto God, judge ye. 

20 For we cannot hat speak ' the 
things which we have seen and heard. 

21 So when they had further threat¬ 
ened them, they let them go, finding 
nothing how they might punish them, 
because of the people; for many glo¬ 
rified God for that whioh was done. 


22 For the man was above forty 
years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was showed. 

23 And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all 
that the chief priests and elders had 
said unto them. 

24 And when they beard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one 
accord, and said. Lord, thou art God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth, 
and the sea, and all that in them is, 

25 Who by the month of thy servant 
David hast said. Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain 
things? 

26 The kings of the earth stood up, 
and the rulers were gathered together 
against the Lord, and against hi* 
Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy 
child Jeens, whom thou hast anointed, 
both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, with 
the Gentiles, and the people of Israel, 
were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before to 
be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold their 
threatenings; and grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness they 
may speak thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that signs and wonder? 
may he done hy the name of thy holy 
child Jesus. 

31 And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were 
assemhled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
holdness. 

32 And the multitnde of them that 
believed were of one heart and of one 
BOnl; neither said any of them that 
aught of the things which he possessed 
was his own ; hot they had all thing* 
common. 

33 And with great power gavo the 
apostles witness of the resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus; and great grace was 
npon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among 
them that lacked; for as many as 
were possessors of lands or house* 
sold them, and brought the prices of 
the things that were sold, 

35 And laid them down at the apos¬ 
tles’ feet; and distribution was made 
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CHAPTER V. 


onto every man aooording as he had 

ooed. 

38 And Joses, who bj the apostles 
was Burnamed Barnabas, (which is, 
being interpreted. The son of oonso- 
lation,) a Levite, and of the oountrj 
of Cyprus, 

37 Haring land, sold it, and brought 
the money, and laid it at the apostles’ 
feet. 

CHAPTER V. 

L^aih qf Ananias and Sapphira—Many 
miracles wrought—The apostlej again 
imprison id and beaten. 

UT a certain man named Ananias, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a 
possession, 

2 And kept baok part of the prioe, 
his wife also being privy to it, and 
brought a certain part, aDd laid it at 
tho apostles’ feet. 

3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to tho 
Holy Ohost, and to keep back part 
of t he price of the land ? 

4 While it remained, was it not thine 
own ? and after it was sold, was it 
not in thine own power? why hast 
thou conceived this thing in thine 
heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto Qod. 

5 And Ananias hearing these words 
foil down, and gave up the ghost; 
and great foar came on all them that 
heard those things. 

0 And the young mon arose, wound 
him up, and oarried him out, and 
buried him. 

7 And it was about the space of 
three hours aftor, when his wife, not 
knowing what was done, came in. 

8 And Peter answered unto hor, Tell 
me whether ye sold the land for so 
much? And she said, Yea, for bo 
much. 

9 Then Peter said unto her, How is 
It that ye have agreed together to 
tempt tho Spirit of the Lord ? be¬ 
hold, tho feet of thorn whioh have 
buried thy husband are at the door, 
and shall carry thco out. 

10 Then fell Bhe down straightway 
at his feot, and yielded up the ghost; 
and the young men came in, and 
found hor dead, and carrying her 
forth, buried her by her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard 
theso things. 


12 And by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon's poroh. 

13 And of the rulers durst no man 
join himself to them; but the people 
magnified them. 

14 And believers were the moro add¬ 
ed to the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and women;) 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick into tho street, and laid them 
on beds and couches, that at the least 
the shadow of Peter passing by might 
overshadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out 
of the cities round about unto Jeru¬ 
salem, bringing sick folks, and them 
which were voxed with unclean spi¬ 
rits ; and they were healed every one. 

17 Then the high priest rose up, and 
all they that were with him, (which 
is the sect of the Sadduoeos,) and 
were fillod with indignation. 

18 And laid their hands on the 
apostles, and put them in the oom- 
mon prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the tem¬ 
ple to the people all the words of this 
life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
morning, and taught. But the high 

rieet camo, and they that were with 
im, and callod the council together, 
and all the senate of the children of 
Israeli, and sent to the prison to have 
thorn brought. 

22 But when the officers oame, and 
found them not in the prison, they 
returned, and told, 

23 Saying, The prison truly found 
we shut with all Bafety, and the 
keepers standing without before the 
doors; but when wo had opened, we 
found no man within. 

24 Now when the high priest and 
the captain of the temple and the 
chief priestB heard these things, they 
doubted of them whereunto this would 
grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, 
saying, Behold, the men whom ye 
put in prison are standing in the 
temple, and teaching the people. 

20 Then went the aaptain with the 
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officers, and brought them without 
violence; for they feared the people 
lest they should have been atoned. 

27 And when they had brought 
them, thoy set them before the ooun- 
eil; and the high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly com¬ 
mand you that ye should not teach 
in Lhis namo ? and, behold, ye have 
filled Jornsalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man's blood 
upon us. 

29 Then Peter and the other apostles 
answered and said, We ought to obey 
God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on 
a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to he a Prince and a Sa¬ 
viour, for to give repentance to Israel, 
and forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are bis witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that 
obey him. 

33 When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took oouneel to 
slay them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
oounoil, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, 
a dootor of the law, had in reputation 
among all the people, and command¬ 
ed to put the apostles forth a little 
space; 

35 And said unto them, Te men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what 
ye intend to do as touching these 
men. 

36 For before these days rose np 
Theudas, boasting himself to be some¬ 
body; to whom a number of men, 
about four hundred, joined them¬ 
selves ; who was slain; and all, as 
many as obeyed him, were scattered, 
and brought to naught. 

37 After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the taxing, and 
drew away maoh people after him; 
he also perished; and all, even as 
many as obeyed him, were dispersed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone; 
for if this counsel or this work be of 
men, it will oome to naught; 

39 But if it bo of God, ye oannot 
overthrow it; bo careful, therefore, 
lest haply ye be fouud even to fight I 
against God. 


40 And to him they agreed ; and 
when they had called the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commands 
that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go. 

41 And they departed from the pre¬ 
sence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach JesuB Christ. 

CHAPTER VI. 

,’y’TCTi mm chosen—Stephm accused of bias 
phemy. 

ND in those days, when the num 
ber of the disciples was multi¬ 
plied, there arose a murmuring of th^ 
Greaians against the Hebrews, bn 
cause their widows were neglected in 
the daily ministration. 

2 Then the twelve called the multi¬ 
tude of the disciples unto them, and 
said, It is not reason that we should 
leave the word of God, and serve 
tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among yon seven men of honest re- 

ort, full of the Holy Ghost and wia- 

om, whom we may appoint over Ibis 
business. 

4 But we will give ourselves continu¬ 
ally to prayer, and to the ministry nf 
the word. 

5 And the saying pleased the whole 
multitude; and they chose Stephen, 
a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost, and Philip, and Prochorua, and 
Nicnnor, and Timon, and Parmenas, 
and Nicolas a proselyte of Antioch ; 

0 Whom they set before the epos 
ties ; and when they had prayed, they 
laid their hands on them. 

7 And the word of Qod increased; 
and tho number of the disciples mul¬ 
tiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and a 
great company of the priests wtrr 
obedient to tho faith. 

8 And Stephen, fall of faith anc 
power, did great woDders and mira¬ 
cles among the people. 

0 And there ftrose certain of the 
synagogue, who aro oalled Libertines, 
and also Cyronians, and Alexan¬ 
drians, and of them of Cilicia, anl 
of Asia, disputing with Stephen. 

10 And they were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which 
he spake 
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11 Then (hoy suborned men, which 
said, Wo have hoard him speak blas¬ 
phemous words against Mosos, and 
againHt God. 

12 And they stirred up the people, 
and the elders, and the sorihes, and 
came upon him, and oaught him, and 
brought him to the oounoil, 

13 And sot up false witnesses, which 
•aid. This man ocaseth not to speak 
blasphemous words against this noly 
place, and the law ; 

14 For wo hare heard him say, that 
this Jesus of Nazareth shall destroy 
this place, and shall change the cus> 
toms whioh Moses delivered us. 

15 And all that sat in the council, 
looking steadfastly on him, saw his 
face as it had boon tho face of an 
angel. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Stephen's answer—Stephen is stoned by the 
Jews, Saul standing by. 

HEN Baid the high priost. Are 
theso things so ? 

2 And he said, Men, hrethren, and 
fathers, hearken; The Hod of glory 
appeared onto our father Ahraham, 
when he was in Mesopotamia, hofore 
he dwelt in Charran, 

3 And said unto him, Get theo out 
of thy country, and from thy kindrod, 
and oome into the land which I shall 
show thee. 

4 Thon came be out of the land of 
(he Chaldoane, and dwolt in Charran ; 
and from thence, when his father wae 
lead, he removed him into this land, 
whoroin ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave him nono inheritance 
in it, no, not so mu oh aB to set his 
foot on; yet ho promised that he 
would give it to him for a possession, 
and to his seed after him, when as 
yet he had no ohild. 

0 And God spake on this wise, That 
his Boed should sojourn in a strange 
land; and that they should bring 
them into bondage, and ontreat them 
evil four hundred yoars. 

T And the nation to whom they shall 
be io bondago will I judge, said God; 
and after that shall they oome forth, 
and serve me in this place. 

8 And he gave him the oovenant of 
airoumoision ; and so Abraham begat 
Isa&o, and circumcised bim the eighth 
day; and Ieaao hegat Jaoob; and 
Jacob begat the twelve patriarobs. 


9 And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Joseph into Egypt; but 
God was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt; and he made him governor 
over Egypt and all biB house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over 
all the land of Egypt and Chanaan, 
and great affliction ; and our fathers 
found no sustenance. 

12 Bat when Jacob heard that there 
was corn in Egypt, he sent out our 
fathers first. 

13 And at the second time Joseph 
was made known to his hrethren; and 
Joseph's kindrod was made known 
unto Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and called his 
father Jacob to him, and all his kin¬ 
dred, threescore and fifteen sonls. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, 
and died, he, and onr fathers, 

10 And were carried over into 
Sychem, and laid in tho sepnlohre 
that Ahraham bought for a sum of 
money of the sons of Emmor, the 
father of Syohem. 

17 Bat whon the time of the pro¬ 
mise drew nigh, whioh God had 
sworn to Abraham, tho people grow 
and multiplied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king arose, whioh 
knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilely with 
our kindred, and evil entreated our 
fathers, so that they oaBt out their 
young ohildren, to the end they 
might not live. 

20 In whioh time Moses was born, 
and was exceedingly fair, and nou 
rished up in Mb father's house three 
months; 

21 And when he was oast out, Pha¬ 
raoh’s daughter took him up, and 
nourished him for her own son. 

22 And Moses was loarned in ali 
the wisdom of the Egyptians, and 
was mighty in words and in doeds. 

23 And when ho was full forty years 
old, it oame into his heart to visit his 
hrethren the ohildren of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them suffer 
wrong, he defended him, and avenged 
him that was oppressed, and smote 
the Egyptian ; 

25 For he supposed his brethren 
would have understood how that God 
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by his hand would deliver them; but 
they understood not. 

26 And the next day he showed him¬ 
self unto them as they strove, and 
would have set them at one again, 
saying, Sira, ye are brethren; why 
do ye wrong one to another? 

27 But he that did his neighbor 
wrong thrust him away, saying, Who 
made thee a ruler and a judge over us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou didst 
tbe Egyptian yesterday ? 

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, 
and was a stranger in the land of 
Madian, where he begat two sous. 

30 And when forty years were ex¬ 
pired, there appeared to hun in the 
wilderness of mount Sina an angel of 
the Lord in a flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he wondered 
at the sight; and as he drew near to 
behold it, the voice of the Lord came 
unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy 
fathers, the God of Abraham, and 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. Then Moses trembled, and 
durst not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put 
off thy shoes from thy feet; for the 
place where thou standest is holy 
ground. 

34 I have seen, I have seen the 
affliction of my people which is in 
Egypt, and I have heard their groan¬ 
ing, and am come down to deliver 
them. And now come, I will send 
thee into Egypt. 

35 This Mosee whom they refused, 
Baying, Who made thee a ruler and a 
judge? the same did God send to be 
a ruler and a deliverer by the hand 
of the angel which appeared lo him 
in the bash. 

36 He brought them out, after that 
he had showed wonderB and signs in 
the land of Egypt, and in the Red 
sea, and in the wilderness forty 
year*. 

37 This is that Moses, which said 
unto the children of Israel, A Pro¬ 
phet shall the Lord your God raise 
up onto yon of your brethren, like 
unto me; him Bhall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that wa9 in the ohuroh 
in the wilderness with the angel which 
spake to him in the mount Sina, and 
with onr fathers; who received the 
lively oracles to give unto us ; 


30 To whom our fathem would no* 
obey, but thrust him from them, an l 
in their hearts turned back again int< 
Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us 
gods to go before us; for as for this 
Moses, which brought us out of tho 
land of Egypt, we know not what is 
become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in those 
days, and offered sacrifice unto lh« 
idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave them 
up to worship the host of heaven . 
as it is written in the book of the 
prophets, 0 ye house of Israel, ha* •• 
ye offered to me slain beasts and sac¬ 
rifices by the space of forty years in 
the wilderness ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle- 
of Moloch, and the star of your god 
Remphan, figures which ye made tr. 
worship them ; and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle 
of witness in the wilderness, as he 
had appointed, speaking unto Moser, 
that he should make it according ti 
the pattern that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that 
came after brought in with Jesu* 
into the possession of the Gentiles, 
whom God drave out before the face 
of our fathers, unto the days of I'a 
vid ; 

46 Who found favour before God, 
and desired to find a tabernacle lor 
the God of Jacob. 

47 But Solomon built him a house. 

48 Howbeit the Most High dwell- 
eth not in temples made with hands; 
as aaith the prophet, 

49 Heaven is my throne, and earth 
is my footstool; what honse will ye 
build me? saith the Lord; or what ii 
the place of my rest? 

50 Hath not my hand made all 
these thing3? 

51 Ye stiffnecked and an circumcised 
in heart and ears, ye do always re 
sist the Holy Ghost; as your fathers 
did, so do ye. 

52 Which of the prophets have not 
your fathers persecuted? and they 
have slain them which Bhowed be¬ 
fore of tho ooming of the Jast One; 
of whom ye have been new the be¬ 
trayers and murderers; 
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53 Who have reoeived Iho law by 
iho disposition of angels, and have 
not kept it. 

54 Whon they heard those things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
guaBhed on him with their teeth. 

56 But ho, being full of the Holy 
GhoBl, looked up stoadfastly into 
heaven, and saw the glory of God, 
and Jesus standing on tho right hand 
of G>d, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the hea¬ 
vens opened, and tho Son of Man 
standing on tho right hand of God. 

57 TheD they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their cars, and ran 
upon him with ono accord, 

58 And cast him out of the city, and 
stoned him; and the witnesses laid 
down tboir clothes at a young man's 
feet, whose namo was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Stephen; and 
he, calling upon God, said, Lord 
Jesus, reocive my spirit. 

60 And ho knoelca down, and cried 
with a loud voico, Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge. And when he 
had said this, he fell asleep. 

CHAPTER VU1. 

Prriecuiion in Jerusalem—Philip preaches 
in & maria —By prayer and impotiiujn 
of hand* the Holy Ghent u given—Simon 
the sorcerer—Philip baptises the Ethiopian 
eunuch. 

ND Saul was oonsenting unto his 
death. And at that time there 
was a great persecution against the 
ohuroh which was at Jerusalem; 
and they wero all scattered abroad 
throughout the rogions of Judea and 
Samaria, oxoept tho apostles. 

2 And devout men carried Stephen 
to his burial, and made great lamen¬ 
tation over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havoc of the 
ohurch, entering into every house, 
and haling men and women commit¬ 
ted them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went everywhere preaching 
the word. 

5 Thon Philip went down to the oity 
of Samaria, and preached Christ unto 
them. 

6 And the people with one acoord 
gave heed unto those things whioh 
Philip spake, hearing and seeing the 
miracles whioh he did. 

7 For andean spirits, orying with 


loud voioe, came out of many that 
were possessed with them; and many 
taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, were healed. 

8 And thcro was great joy in that 
city. 

9 But thoro was a certain man, 
called Simon, which heforetime in the 
same city used Borcery, and bewitched 
the people of Samaria, giving out 
that himself was somo great one; 

10 To whom they all gave heed, 
from the least to the greatest, saying, 
This man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, be- 
oauso that of long time he had be¬ 
witched them with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip 

reaching the things concerning the 

ingdom of God, and the name of 

Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself helieved 
also; and when he was baptized, he 
continued with Philip, and wondered, 
beholding the miracles and signs 
which were done. 

14 Now when the apostles whioh 
were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria 
had recoived the word of God, they 
sent unto them Peter and John; 

15 Who, when they wero come down, 
prayed for them, that they might re¬ 
ceive the Holy Ghost; 

16 (For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them; only they wero bap¬ 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus.) 

17 Then laid they Lhoir hands on 
them, and they roceivod the Holy 
Ghost. 

16 And when Simon saw lhai 
through laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may receive the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Potcr said unto him, Thj 
money perish with thee, beoause thou 
hast thought that the gift of God may 
be purohased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot in 
this matter; for thy heart is not 
right in tho eight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickedness, and pray God, if perhaps 
the thought of thine heart may be 
forgiven thee. 

23 For I peroeive that thon art In 
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the gal) of bitterness, and in the bond 
of iniauily. 

24 Toon answered Simon, and said, 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none 
of these things which ye have spoken 
come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testi¬ 
fied and preached the word of the 
Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and 
preached the gospel in many Tillages 
of the Samaritans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord epake 
nnto Philip, Baying, Ariae, and go 
toward the south, onto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem nnto 
Gaza, which ie desert. 

27 And he arose and went; and, 
behold, a man of Ethiopia, a eunuch 
of great authority under Candace 
queen of the Ethiopians, who had 
tne charge of all her treasure, and 
had oome to Jerusalem for to wor¬ 
ship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in his 
ohariot read Esaiaa the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit Baid unto Philip, 
Go near, and join thyself to this 
ohariot. 

30 And Philip ran thitber to him, 
and heard him read the prophet 
Esaias, and said, Understandest thou 
what thou readeBt? 

31 And he said, How oan I, except 
some man should guide me 7 And 
he desired Philip that he would oome 
up and Bit with aim. 

32 The place of the scripture which 
he read was this, He was led as a 
sheep to the slaughter; and like a 
lamb dumh before his shearer, so 
opened he not his mouth; 

33 In his humiliation his judgment 
was taken away; and who shall de¬ 
clare his generation 7 for his life is 
taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, 
and said, I pray thee, of whom speak- 
ath the prophet thin 7 of himself, or 
of some other man 7 

35 Then Philip opened his moath, 
and hegan at the same scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus. 

30 And as they went on their way, 
they came nnto a certain water; and 
the eunuch said, See, here is water; 
what doth hinder me to be baptised 7 

97 And Philip said, If thou be- 
tievest with all thine heart, thou may- 
«aL And he answered and said, I 


believe that Jesns Christ Is the Son 
of God. 

38 And he commanded the charioi 
to stand still; and they went down 
both into the water, both Philip and 
the eunuch; and he baptized him. 

39 And when they were come up 
out of the water, the Spirit of the 
Lord caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch saw him no more; and he 
went on bis way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus; 
and passing throngh he preached 
in all the oities, till he came to Cesa 
rea. 

CHAPTER IX 

SauTs amvertun— Hit is baptized by Jna 

niai—Htprtaehetii Christ — The Jnos lay 

umt to teHl tnm —Peter healsth JSmeas nj 

V* palsy—Tabitha raised. 

ND Saul, yet breathing out 
threatenings and slaughter 
against the disciples of the Lord, 
went nnto the high priest, 

2 And desired of him letters to Da 
mascus to the synagogues, that if he 
found any of this way, whether they 
were men or women, he might bring 
them bound unto Jerusalem. 

3 And as he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus; and snddcnly there shined 
ronnd about him a light from hea 
Ten; 

4 And he fell to the earth, ami 
heard a voice saying unto him, Saul. 
Saul, why persecntest thou me ? 

5 And he said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom 
thou persccutest; it is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said, Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do? And the Lord said unto him. 
Arise, and go into the oity, and it 
shall be told thee what thoo mnst do. 

7 And they who were journeying 
with him saw indeed the light, and 
were afraid ; but they heard not the 
voioe of him who spake to him. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth ; 
and when his eyes were opened, he 
saw no man; but they lea him by 
the hand, and brought him into Da¬ 
mascus. 

0 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 And there was a certain disciple 
at Damascus, named Ananias ; and 
to him said the Lord in a vision, Ana- 
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nias. And he said, Behold, I am 

hero, Lord. 

11 And tho Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the Btreot which 
is called Straight, and inquire in the 
houae of Judaa for ono called Saul, 
of Tarsus; for, behold, ho prayoth, 

12 And bath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in, and put¬ 
ting his hand on him, that ho might 
reoeivo his sight. 

13 Then ADaniaB answered, Lord, 
I have hoard by many of this man, 
how muoh evil he hath done to thy 
saints at Jerusalem; 

14 And here he hath authority from 
the ohief priests to bind all that call 
on thy name. 

16 But the Lord said unto him, Go 
thy way; for he is a chosen vossel 
unto me, to bear my name before tho 
Gentiles, and kings, and the children 
of Israel; 

10 For I will show him how groat 
things ho must suffer for my name’s 
sake. 

17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house; and putting 
his hands on him snid, Brother Saul, 
Ihe Lord, oven Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in Iho way as thou earnest, 
hath sent mo, that thou mightest re¬ 
ceive thy sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. 

18 And immediately there fell from 
bis eyes as it had been soales ; and 
bo rooeived Bight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptizod. 

19 And when he had received meat, 
he was strengthened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples which 
were at Damasous. 

20 And straightway he preaohod 
Christ in the synagogues, tnat ho is 
tho Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were 
amazed, and said ; Is not this he that 
destroyed them which called on this 
name in Jerusalem, and came hither 
for that intent, that he might bring 
them bound unto the ohief priests ? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and oonfounded the Jews 
which dwolt at Damascus, proving 
that this is very Christ. 

23 And after that many days were 
fulfilled, the Jews took oounsel to kill 
him ; 

24 But their lying In wait was 


known of Saul. And they watched 
the gates day and night to kill him. 

25 Then tho disciples took hiui by 
night, and let him down by tho wall 
in a basket. 

20 And when Saul was come to Je¬ 
rusalem, ho assayed to join himself 
to the disciples; but they were all 
afraid of him, and bolievod not that 
he was a disciple. 

27 But Barnahas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and de¬ 
clared unto them how ho bad seen 
the Lord in the way, and that he 
had spoken to him, and how he had 
preached boldly at Damasous in the 
name of Josus. 

28 And he was with them coming 
in and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and dis¬ 
puted against the Grecians; bat they 
wont about to slay him. 

30 When the hrelhren knew this, 
they brought him down to Cmsarea, 
and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

31 Thon had the ohurchos rest 
throughout all Judea and Galilee and 
Samaria, and were edified; and walk¬ 
ing in the fear of the Lord, and in 
the comfort of tho Holy Ghost, were 
multiplied. 

32 And it came to pass, as Peter 
assod throughout all these regions, 
e came down alBO to the saints 

which dwolt at Lydda. 

33 And there he found a certain 
man namod A£neas, which had kept 
his bed eight years, and was sick of 
the palsy. 

34 And Peter Baid unto him, ASneas, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole; 
arise, and make thy bed. And he 
arose immediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lydda 
and Saron saw him, and turnod to 
the Lord. 

30 Now there was at Joppa a cer¬ 
tain disciple named Tabitha, which 
by interpretation is called Dorcas; 
this woman was full of good works 
and almsdeeds which sho did. 

37 And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and died; 
whom when they had washed, they 
laid her in an upper ohambor. 

38 And forasmuoh as Lydda was 
nigh to Joppa, and tho disciples had 
heard that Peter was there, they soot

onto him two men, deairiDg him that 
he would not delay to come to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they 
brought him into the upper cham¬ 
ber; and all the widows stood by him 
weeping, and showing the coats and 
garments which DorcaB made, while 
■he was with them. 

40 But Peter put them all forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed; and 
turning him to the body said, Tabi- 
tha, arise. And she opened her eyes ; 
and when Bhe saw Peter, she sat 
up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and 
lifted her up; and when he had 
called the saints and widows, he pre¬ 
sented her alive. 

4 2 And it was known throughout 
all Joppa; and many believed in the 
Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he 
tarried many days in Joppa with one 
Simon a tanner. 

CHAPTER X. 

Peter preacheih Christ to Oomdiui and his 

company—The Holy Ghost faUeth an them, 

and they art baptized. 

HERE was a certain man in 
Cssarea called Cornelius, a ceD- 
turion of tbe band called the Italian 
band, 

2 A devout man, and one that fear¬ 
ed God with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed 
to God always. 

3 He saw in a vision evidently, 
about the ninth hour of the day, an 
angel of God coming in to him, and 
saying unto him, Cornelius. 

4 And when ho looked on him, he 
was afraid, and said, What is it, 
Lord? And he said unto him, Thy 
prayers and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. 

5 And now send men to Joppa, and 
call for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter; 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon a tan¬ 
ner, whose house is by the sea-side; 
he shall tell thee what thou oughtest 
to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake 
unto Cornelius was departed, he call¬ 
ed two of his household servants, and 
a devout soldier of them that waited 
on him oontinually; 

8 And when he had declared all 


these things unto them, he sent then 
to Joppa. 

1 9 On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto 
the city, Peter went up upon th« 
housetop to pray about the siitk 
hour; 

10 And he became very hungry, 
and would have eaten ; but while they 
made ready, he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and • 
certain vessel descending ante him, 
as it had been a great sheet knit at 
the four corners, and let down to th« 
earth ; 

12 Wherein were all manner of 
fourfooted beasts of the earth, an-i 
wild beasts, and creeping things, and 
fowls of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him 
Rise, Peter; kill, and eat. 

14 But Peter Baid, Not so, Lord: 
for I have never eaten any thing that 
is common or unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time, What God hath 
cleansed, that call not thou commoD 

16 This was- done thrice; and th* 
vessel was received up agaiu ini-, 
heaven. 

17 Now while Peter doubted in 
himself what this vision which he 
had seen should mean, behold, th^ 
men which were sent from Corneliu- 
had made inquiry for Simon’s house, 
and stood hefore the gate, 

IS And called, and asked whethc 
Simon, which was surnamed Peter, 
were lodged there. 

19 While Peter thoughton the vision, 
the Spirit said unto him, Behold, 
three men Beek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubting 
nothing; for I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the 
men which were sent unto him from 
Cornelius; and said, Behold, I am be 
whom ye seek; what is the cause 
wherefore ye are come ? 

22 And they said, Cornelius the 
centurion, a just man, and one that 
feareth God, and of good report 
among all the nation of the Jews, 
was warned from God by a holy angel 
to send for thee into his house, and 
to hear words of thee. 

23 Then oalled he them in, and 
lodged them. And on the morrow 
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Peter went away with them, and cer¬ 
tain brethren from Joppa accom¬ 
panied him. 

24 And the morrow after they en¬ 
tered into Caesarea. And Cornelius 
waited for them, and had called to¬ 
gether his kinsmen and near friends. 

25 And as Peter was ooming in, 
Cornelius met him, and fell down at 
his feet, and worshipped him. 

20 But Peter took him up, saying, 
Bland up; I myself also am a man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he 
went in, and found many that were 
oome together. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye 
know how that it is an unlawful 
thing for a man that iB a Jew to 
keep company, or come unto one of 
another nation ; but God hath show¬ 
ed me that I should not call any man 
common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you with¬ 
out gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
for; I ask therefore for what intent 
ye have sent for me ? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days 
ago I was faBting until this hour; 
and at the ninth hour I prayed in 
my house, and, behold, a man stood 
before me in bright olothing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in 
remembrance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therofore to Joppa, and 
call liithor Simon, whoso surname is 
Peter; ho is lodged in the house of 
one Simon a tanner by the sea-side; 
who, whon he cometh, shall Bpeak 
unto thee. 

33 Immediately thcroforo I sent to 
thee; and thou hast well done that 
thou art oome. Now therefore are 
we all here present before God, to hear 
all things that are commanded thee 
of God. 

34 Then Peter opened hie mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I peroeive that 
God is no respeotor of persons; 

35 But in ovory nation he that 
foareth him, and worketh righteous¬ 
ness, is accepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto 
the children of Israel, preaching 
peaoe by Jesus Christ; (he is Lord 
of all;) 

37 That word, I say, ye know, 
whioh was publishod throughout all 
Judea, and began from Galilee, after 


the baptism which John preached; 

38 How God anointed Josua of Na¬ 
zareth with the Holy Ghost and wilt 
powor; who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil; for God was with him. 

30 And we are witnesses of all 
things which he did both in the land 
of tho Jews, and in Jerusalem; whom 
they slew and hanged on a tree; 

40 Him God raised up the third 
day, and showed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink with 
him after he rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that 
it is he wnich was ordained of God 
to be the Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name who¬ 
soever believeth in him shall receive 
remission of sins. 

44 While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them whioh heard the word. 

45 And they of the ciroumoision 
whioh believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then 
answered Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not he baptized, whioh 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we ? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the namo of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry oer 
tain days. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Peter's defence — The gospel preached in 

Phenice, Cyprus, and Antioch—The disci¬ 
ples called Christians—They send relief tc 

the brethren »n Judea, 

ND the apostles and brethren 
that were in Judea heard that 
the Gentiles had also received the 
word of God. 

2 And when Peter was oome np to 
Jerusalem, they that were of the oir- 
onmoision oontended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou weutest in to mon 
unciroumoised, and didst eat with 
them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the matter 
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from the beginning, and expounded 
it by order unto them, saying, 

5 I was in the city of Joppa pray¬ 
ing, and in a tranoe I saw a vision, 
A certain vessel descend, as it had 
been a great Bheet, let down from 
heaven hy four corners; and it came 
even to me; 

6 Upon the which when I had fas¬ 
tened mine eyeB, I considered, and 
saw fourfooted boasts of the earth, 
and wild beaBtB, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying onto 
me, Arise, Peter; slay and eat. 

8 Bat I said, Not so, Lord; for 
nothing common or unolean bath at 
any time entered into my mouth. 

9 Bat the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What Qod hath cleans¬ 
ed, that call not thoa common. 

10 And this was done three times; 
and all were drawn up again into 
heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already oome onto 
the house where I was, sent from 
Cmaarea unto me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entored into the man's house; 

13 And he showed us how he had 
seen an angel in his house, which 
stood and said unto him, Send men 
to Joppa, and call for Simon, whose 
surname is Peter; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, where¬ 
by thou and all thy house shall be 
saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the 
Holy Qhost fell on them, as on us at 
the beginning. 

10 Thon remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he said, John in- 
deod baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Iloly Ghost. 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave 
them the like gift as he did unto us, 
who heliered on the Lord Josus 
Christ, what was T, that T could with¬ 
stand God? 

18 When they heard these things, 
they held their peace and glorified 
God, saying, Then hath God also to 
the Gentiles granted repentanoe unto 
life. 

19 Now they which were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that 


arose about Stephen travelled &a far 
as Pbenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
preaching the word to none but unto 
the Jews only. 

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when they 
were come to Antiooh, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 
with them; and a great number be¬ 
lieved, and turned unto the Lord. 

22 Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerusalem; and they 
sent forth Barnabas, that he should 
go as far as Antiooh. 

23 Who, when he oame, and had 
seen the grace of God, was glad, and 
exhorted them all, that with purpose 
of heart they would cleave unto the 
Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith; and 
much people was added unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tar¬ 
sus, for to seek Saul; 

20 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with thechurch. 
and taught much people. And the 
discipleB were called Christians first 
in Antioch. 

27 And iu these days came prophets 
from Jerusalem unto Antiooh. 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the 
Spirit that thero Bhould be great 
dearth throughout all the world; 
which oame to pass in the days of 
Claudius Cffisar. 

29 Then the disciples, every man 
according to his ability, determined 
to send relief unto the brethren which 
dwelt in Judea; 

30 Which also they did, and sent It 
to the elderB by the hands of Barna 
bas and Saul. 

CHAPTER XII. 

King Herod perseculeth the saint i, toilet\ 
James, and xmprisonelh Ptler; wAom an 
angel delivcretn upon the prayers of (As 
church—Herod is strieiem by an angel and 
dieth —TV wrd of Qod prorprreih 

OW nbout that time Herod the 
king stretched forth his hands 
to vex certain of the church. 

2 And he killed James the brother 
of John with the sword. 
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9 And because he saw it plotted the 
Jews, be proceeded further to take 
Petor also. (Thon were the days of 
unleavened bread.) 

4 And when he had apprehended 
him, he put him in prison, and deli¬ 
vered him to four quaternions of 
soldiers to keep him ; intending after 
Easter to bring him forth to the 
people. 

6 Peter therefore was kept in pri¬ 
son ; but prayer was made without 
aeasiDg of the ohuroh unto God for 
him. 

0 And when ilorod would have 
brought bim forth, the same night 
Poler waB sleeping between two sol¬ 
diers, bound with two ohains; and 
the keepers before the door kept the 
prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the 
Lord oamo unto him, and a light 
shined in the prison ; and he smote 
Potor on the side, and raised him up, 
saying, Arise np quickly. And his 
ohains fell off from his hands. 

6 And the angel said nnto him, 
Gird thyself, and bind on thy san¬ 
dals ; and so he did. And he saith 
unto him, Cast thy garment about 
chee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed 
bim; and wist not that it was true 
wbioh was done by the angel; but 
thought he saw a vision. 

10 When they were past the first and 
the seoond ward, they oame unto the 
iron gate that leadeth unto the oity; 
which opened to them of his own ac¬ 
cord ; and they wont out, and passed 
on through one street; and forthwith 
tbe angel departed from him. 

11 And when Peter was oome to 
himself, he said, Now I know of a 
■nrety, that the Lord hath sent his 
angel, and hath delivered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and from all the 
expectation of the people of the 
Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thing, he oame to the honse of Mary 
the mother of John, whose snrname 
was Mark; where many were ga¬ 
thered together praying. 

13 And as Peter kuooked at the 
door of the gate, a damsel oame to 
hearken, named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter's 
votoe, she opened not the gate for 


gladness, but ran in, and told how 
Peter stood before the gate. 

16 And they said unto her, Thou art 
mad. But she constantly affirmed 
that it was even so. Then said they, 
It is his angel. 

10 But Peter continued knocking ; 
and whon they had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 Bnt he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their peace, 
declared unto thorn how the Lord 
had brought him ont of the prison. 
And he said, Go show those things 
unto James, and to the brethren. 
And he departed, and went into an¬ 
other place. 

IS Now as soon as it was day, 
there was no small stir among the 
soldiers, what was become of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had sought for 
him, and found him not, he oxaminod 
the keepers, and commanded that 
they should be put to death. And he 
wont down from Judea to Cmsarea, 
and there abode. 

20 And Herod was highly displeased 
with them of Tyre and Sidon; but 
they oame with one accord to him, 
and, having made Blastus the king'i 
chamberlain their friend, desired 
peace; because their oonntry wai 
nourished by the king's oountry. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, ar¬ 
rayed in royal apparel, sat npon hii 
throne, and made an oration unto 
them. 

22 And the people gave a shout, 
saying, It is the voioe of a god, and 
not of a man. 

23 And immediately the angel of 
the Lord smote him, beoause he gave 
not God the glory ; and he was eaten 
of worms, and gave up the ghost. 

24 But the word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had ful¬ 
filled their ministry, and took with 
them John, whose surname was Mark. 

CHAPTER TTTT 

Paul and Barnabai art called by Vie Holy 
Qhact — Klymo* the t orc ertr —Ami prtacM- 
tih at Antiocfi. 

OW there were In the ohuroh 
that was at Antioch oertain pro¬ 
phets and teachers; as Barnabas, 
and Simeon that was called Niger, 
and Luoins of Cyrene, and Manaen, 
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which had been bronght up with 
Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy GhoBt said, Se¬ 
parate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereanto I hare called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. 

4 So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed nnto Seleucia; 
and from thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

5 And when they were at Salamis, 
they preached the word of God in 
the synagogues of the Jews; and 
they had also John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through 
the isle nuto Paphos, they found a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a 
Jew, whose name was Bar-jesus; 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man ; who called for Barnabas and 
Baul, and desired to hear the word of 
God. 

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so 
ll his name by interpretation) with¬ 
stood them, seeking to turn away the 
deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, set 
his eyes on him, 

10 And said, 0 full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, thou child of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteous¬ 
ness, wilt thon not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord ? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord is npon thee, and thou shalt 
be blind, not seeing the son for a 
season. And immediately there fell 
on him a mist and a darkness; and 
he went abont seeking some to lead 
him by the hand. 

12 Then the depoty, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being asto¬ 
nished at the dootrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his company 
loosed from Paphos, they came to 
Perga in Pamphylia; and John de¬ 
parting from them returned to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

14 But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pi- 
ftdio, and went into the synagogue 
on the Sabbath day, and sat down. 

16 And after the reading of the law 
and the prophets, the rulers of the 
synagogue sent ante them, saying, 


Te men and brethren, if ye have any 
word of exhortation for the people^ 
Bay on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckon 
ing with his hand said, Men of Israel, 
and ye that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the 

a le when they dwelt as strangers 
e land of Egypt, and with a high 
arm hronght he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty 
years suffered he their manners in the 
wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Chanaan, hr 
divided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave onto them 
judges about the space of four hun 
dred and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a 
kingj and God gave unto them Saul 
the sou of Cia, a man of the tribe of 
Benjamin, by the space of forty 
years. 

i 22 And when he had removed him 
he raised up unto them David to bo 
their king; to whom also he gav 
testimony, and said, I have found 
David the son of Jesse, a man after 
mine own heart, which shall fulfil all 
my will. 

23 Of this man's seed hath God, ar 
cording to his promise, raised uni' 
Israel a Saviour, Jesus ; 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of re 
pcntance to all the people of Israel 
25 Aud as John fulfilled his course, 
he said, Whom think ye that I am ? 
I am not he. But, behold, there com 
elh one after me, whose shoes of hi* 
feet I am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of 
the stook of Abraham, and whoso 
ever among you feareth God, to yon 
is the word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew 
bim not, nor yet the voices of the 
rophets whioh are read every Sab- 
atn day, they have fulfilled them in 
condemning him. 

28 And though they found no cause 
of death in him, yet desired they Pi¬ 
late that he should be slaiD. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they tool 
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him down from the tree, end laid him 
in a sepulohre. 

30 But God raised him from the 
dead ; 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them whioh came np with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which 
*as made unto the fathers, 

33 God bath fulfilled the Bame unto 
us their children, in that he hath 
raised up Jesus again; as it is also 
written in IheBecond psalm, Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concoming that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more 
to return to corruption, he said on 
this wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David. 

35 Wherefore he sailh also in an¬ 
other psalm, Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served 
hie own generation by tho will of 
God, fell asleep, and was laid unto 
his fathers, and saw corruption; 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you the for¬ 
giveness of sins; 

39 And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not he justified by the law 
of Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, whioh is spoken of in the 
prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish ; for I work a work in 
your days, a work whioh ye Bhall in 
no wise believe, though a man de¬ 
clare it uDto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gontiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next Sabbath. 

43 Now when the oongregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and re¬ 
ligious proselytes followed Paul and 
Barnabas ; who, speaking to them, 
persuaded them to oontinue in the 
grace of God. 

44 And the next Sabbath day oame 
almost tho whole oity t gether to hear 
the word of God. 


46 But when the Jews saw the mul¬ 
titudes, they were filled with envy, 
and spake against those things whioh 
were spoken by Paul, contradioting 
and blaspheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that 
the word of God should first have 
been spoken to you; but seeing ye 
put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord commanded 
us, saying, I have set thee to be a 
light of the Gentiles, that thou should - 
est be for salvation unto the ends of 
the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord; and as many as 
believed were ordained unto eternal 
life. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughont all the region. 

50 But the Jews stirred up the de¬ 
vout and honourable women, and the 
chief men of the city, and raised 

orseoution against Paul and Barna- 

as, and expelled them out of their 
coasts. 

51 But they shook off the duet of 
their feet against them, and oame 
unto Iconium. 

52 And the disciples were filled 
with joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

A cripple healed — Paul tit stoned—They am 
firm Ou disciples. 

ND it oame to pass in Iconium, 
that they went both together 
into the synagogue of the Jews, and 
so spake, that a great multitude both 
of toe Jews and also of the Greeks 
believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gentiles, and made their 
minds evil affected against the bre¬ 
thren. 

3 Long time therefore abode they 
speaking boldly in the Lord, whioh 
gave testimony unto the word of his 
grace, and granted signs and wonders 
to be done hy their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the oity was 
divided; and part held with the 
Jews, and part with the apostles. 

5 And wnen there was an assault 
made both of the Gentiles, and also 
of the Jews with their rulers, to use

them despitefully, and to stone them, 

0 They were ware of it, and fled 
unto Lystra and Derbe, oitiea of Ly- 
oaonia, and unto the region that lieth 
round about; 

7 And there they preached the 
gospel. 

8 And there sat a certain man at 
LyBtra, impotent in his feet, being a 
oripple from his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked; 

9 The same heard Pan! speak ; who 
steadfastly beholding him, and per¬ 
ceiving that he had faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And ho leaped 
and walked. 

11 And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Ly- 
oaonia, The gods are come down to 
us in the likeness of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Ju- 

iter; and Paul, Mercurius, because 

e was the ohief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and 
would have done sacrifice with the 
people. 

14 When the apostles, Barnabas and 
Paul, heard this, they rent their 
olothos, and ran in among the people, 
crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do ye 
these things? We also aro men of 
like passions with you, and preach 
onto you that ye should turn from 
those vanities unto the living God, 
whioh made heavon, and earth, and 
the sea, and all things that are 
therein ; 

16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, 
and gave us rain from heaven, and 
fruitful seasons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings soaroe 
restrained they the people, that they 
had not done sacrifice onto them. 

19 And there oame thither certain 
Jews from Antioch and laonium, 
who persuaded the people, and, hav¬ 
ing stoned Paul, drew him out of 
the oity, supposing he had been 
dead. 

20 How belt, as the disciples stood 


round about him, he rose up, and 
came into the city ; and the next da; 
he departed with Barnabas to Derbe, 

21 And when they had preached 
the gospel to that city, and had 
taught many, they returned again to 
Lystra, and to Ioonium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the dis 
oiplea, and exhorting them to con 
tinue in the faith, and that we mast 
through much tribulation enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every charch, and 
had prayed with fasting, they com¬ 
mended them to the Lord, on whom 
they believed. 

24 And after they had passet 
throughout Pisidia, they came t< 
Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached 
the word in Perga, they went dowD 
into Attalia; 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recom 
mended to the grace of God for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the chnrch together, 
they rehearsed all that God had done 
with them, and how he had opened 
the door of faith onto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the discipleB. 

CHAPTER XT. 

Diumsian touching drcvmcincn —7V d« 

cixion of Jame*~-Separaiicn of Paul ami 

Barnabas. 

ND certain men whioh oame 
down from Jndea taught the 
brethren, and said, Except ye be cir- 
oumoised after the manner of Moses, 
ye cannot be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Bar 
nabas had no small dissension and 
disputation with them, they deter¬ 
mined that Paul and Barnabas, and 
certain other of them, should go up 
to Jerusalem unto the apostles and 
eldors about this question. 

3 And being brought on their way 
by the church, they passed through 
Phenioe and Samaria, declaring the 
conversion of the Gentiles; and they 
oansed great joy nnto all the bre¬ 
thren. 

4 And when they were come to 
Jerusalem, they were reoeived of the 
churoh, and of tho apostles and eld- 
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ere, and they declared all things that 
God had dono with thorn. 

5 But Ihero rose up certain of the 
sect of the Pharisees which believed, 
saying, That it was needful to cir- 
cumoise them, and to command them 
to heop the law of Moses. 

6 And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of this mat¬ 
ter. 

7 And when there had been much 
disputing, Peter rose up, and said 
onto them, Men and brethren, ye 
know how that a good whilo ago God 
made choice among us, that the Gon- 
tilos by my mouth should hear Lhe 
word of Ibo gospel, and believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witness, giving 
them the Holy Ghost, even as he did 
unto ns; 

9 And put no difference botween us 
and them, purifying their hearts by 
faith. 

10 Now therefore why tompt ye 
God, to put a yoke upon the neck 
of the disoiplos, which neither our 
fathers nor we were able to bear ? 

11 But we believe that through the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall be saved, even as they. 

12 Then all the multitude kept 
silenoe, and gave audience to Barna¬ 
bas and Paul, deolaring whatmiraoles 
and wonders God had wrought among 
the Gentiles by thorn. 

13 And after they had hold their 
peaoo, James answered, saying, Men 
and brethren, hearken unto me; 

14 Simeon hath declared how God 
at the first did visit the Gentiles, to 
take out of them a people for his 
name. 

lft And to this ngreo the words of 
the prophets; as it is written, 

10 After this I will return, and will 
bnild again the t&bornaole of David, 
whioh is fnllcn down ; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will Bet 
it up ; 

17 That the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord, and all the Gen¬ 
tiles, upon whom my name is callod, 
eaith tne Lord, who dooth all these 

thingB. 

18 Known unto God are all his 
works from the beginning of the 
world. 

IP Wherefore my sentence is, that 


lftS 

we trouble not them, which from 
among tho Gontiles arc turned to God; 

20 But that we write unto them, that 
they abstain from pollutions of idols, 
and from fornication, and from things 
strangled, and from blood. 

21 For Moses of old time bath in 
every oity thorn that preach him, 
being read in the synagogues every 
Sabbath day. 

22 Then pleased it tho apostles and 
oldors, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of thoir own company to 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; 
namely, Judas suruamed BarsabaB, 
and Silas, chief men among the 
brothron; 

23 And they wroto letters by them 
after this manner; The apostles and 
elders and brethren send greeting 
unto the brethren which are of the Gen¬ 
tiles in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia; 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, 
that certain men whioh went out from 
us have troubled you with words, sub¬ 
verting your souls, saying, Ye must 
be circumcised, and keep tike law ; to 
whom we gave no suen command 
ment; 

25 It seemed good unto us, being 
assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our beloved 
Barnabas and Paul, 

26 Men that have hazarded their 
livos for the name of onr Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who shall also tell you the 
same thingB by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater hurden than these neoessary 
things; 

29 That ye abstain from meats offered 
to idols, aud from blood, and from 
things strangled, aud from fornica¬ 
tion ; from whioh if ye keep your¬ 
selves, ye shall do well. Fare ye well. 

30 Bo when they were dismissed, 
they came to Antiooh ; and when they 
hAd gathered the multitude together, 
they delivered the epistle ; 

31 Which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the oonsolatiou. 

32 Aud Judas and Silas, being 
prophets also themselves, exhorted 
the brethren with many words, and 
confirmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there 
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• space, they were let go in peace 
from the brethren onto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas continued 
in Antioch, teaching and preaching 
the word of the Lord, with many 
others also. 

36 And some days after, Paul said 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again and 
visit our brethren in every city where 
we have preached the word of the 
Lord, and see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whose surname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed 
from them from Pamphylia, and went 
not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed 
asunder one from the other; and so 
Barnabas took Mark, and sailed unto 
Cyprus; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
arted, being recommended by the 
rethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Paul eircimciseth Timely-Ckmverieth Lydia 
—CasUlh oul a spirit of divination—Paul 
and Sdaj art whipped and imprisoned — 
The, jailer i$ converted , and they are de¬ 
livered. 

HEN oame he to Derbe and Lys- 
tra; and, behold, a certain disci¬ 
ple was there, named Timotheus, the 
son of a certain woman, which was a 
Jewess, and believed; but his father 
was a Greek; 

2 Whioh was well reported of by the 
brethren that were at Lystra and 
Ioonium. 

3 Him would Panl have to go forth 
with him; and took and oircumoised 
him beoause of the Jews which were 
in those quarters; for they knew oil 
that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the decrees 
for to keep, that were ordained of the 
apostles and eldors whioh were at 
Jerusalem. 

5 And so were the ohurohes estab¬ 
lished in the faith, and increased in 
number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone through¬ 


out Phrygia and the region of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy Ghoul 
to preach the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to My si a, 
they assayed to go into Bithynia; but 
the Spirit suffered them not. 

8 And they passing by Myeia came 
down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul in 
the night; There stood a man of 
Macedonia and prayed him, saying, 
Come over into Macedonia, and help 
us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavored to go into 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering thai 
the Lord had called us for to preach 
the gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we 
came with a straight course to Samo- 
thracia, and the next day to Neapolis; 

12 And from thence to Philippi, 
which is the chief city of that part of 
Macedonia, and a colony ; and wo 
were in that city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the Sabbath we went out 
of the city by a river side, where the 
people resorted for prayer to be made ; 
and we sat down, and spake unto the 
women which resorted thither. 

14 And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city 
of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard ns; whose heart the Lord 
opened, that she attended unto tho 
things which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, say¬ 
ing, If ye have judged me to be faith¬ 
ful to the Lord, come into my house, 
and abide there. And she constrained 
us. 

16 And it came to pass, as we went 
to prayer, a certain damsel possessed 
with a spirit of divination met us, 
whioh brought her masters much gain 
by soothsaying; 

17 The Bame followed Paul and us, 
and cried, saying, These men are the 
servants of the most high God, whioh 
show unto us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. 
But Paul, being grieved, turned and 
said to the spirit, I command thee in 
the name of Jesus Christ to come out 
of her. And he oame out the same 
hour. 

19 And when her masters saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
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eaughl Paul and Silas, aud drew them 
into the market-place unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis¬ 
trates, saying, These men, being Jews, 
do exceedingly trouble our oity, 

21 And teaoh oustoms, which are 
not lawful for us to receive, neither 
to observe, boing Romans. 

22 And tho multitude rose up to¬ 
gether against them ; and the magis¬ 
trates rent off their olothes, and com¬ 
manded to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them 
into prison, oharging the jailer to 
keep them safely; 

24 Who, having received such a 
oharge, thrust them into tho inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in 
the stocks. 

25 And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto Qod ; 
and the prisoners beard them. 

20 And suddenly thero wap a groat 
earthquake, so that the foundations 
of the prison were shaken ; and im¬ 
mediately all the doors were opened, 
and every one’s bands wore loosed, 

27 And the keeper of the prison 
awaking out of his Bloep, and seeing 
the prison doorB open, he drow out 
his sword, and would have killed 
himself, supposing that tho prisoners 
had beon fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm ; for we 
are all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
sprang in, and came trembling, and 
fell down beforo Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought thorn out, and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved ? 

31 And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt bo 
saved and thy house. 

32 t nd thoy spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house. 

33 And he took them the same hour 
of the night, and washed their stripes; 
and was baptized, he and all his, 
straightway. 

34 And when ho had brought them 
into hiB house, ho set meat beforo 
them, and rojoioed, believing in God 
with all his house. 

35 And when it was day, the ma¬ 
gistrates sent the aorjeantB, saying, 
Let those men go. 


30 And the keeper of the prison 
told this saying to Paul, The magis¬ 
trates have sent to let you go; now 
therefore depart, and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them, Thoy 
have beaten us openly uncondemned, 
being Romans, and have cast us into 
prison; and now do they thrust us 
out privily ? nay verily; but let them 
come themselves and fetoh us out. 

36 And the serjeants told these 
words unto the magistrates; and 
they feared, when thoy heard that 
they were Romans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and 
desired them to depart out of the 
city. 

40 And they went out of the prison, 
and enterod into the house of Lydia; 
and when they had seen the brethren, 
they comforted them, and departed. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Paul preacheth at ThttsaUmica , Berta, and 
Athens. 

OW when they had passod 
through AmphipoliH and Apol- 
lonia, thoy came to Thessalonica, 
where was a synagogue of the Jews; 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, 
went in unto thorn, and three Sab¬ 
bath days reasoned with them out of 
tho scriptures, 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
oonsorted with Paul and SilaB; and 
of the devout Greeks a great multi¬ 
tude, and of the ohief women not a 
few. 

5 But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them 
oertain lewd fellows of the basor sort, 
and gathered a company, and set all 
the oity on an uproar, and assaulted 
the house of Jason, and sought to 
bring them out to the people. 

6 Aud whon thoy found thorn not, 
they drew Jason and certain brethren 
unto the rulors of the oity, crying, 
Those that have turnod the world 
npside down are oome hither also; 

7 Whom Jason bath received; and 
these all do ooctrary to the deoreea 
of CeBBar, saying that there is another 
king, one Jesus. 
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8 And tbcy troubled the people and 
the rulers of the city, when they 
heard these things. 

9 And when they had taken security 
of Jason, and of the others, they let 
them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paal and Silas by night 
onto Berea; who coming thither wont 
into the synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than 
those iD ThoBS&lonica, in that they 
received the word with all readinoss 
of mind, and soarched the scrip¬ 
tures daily, whether those things 
were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed; 
also of honourable women which 
were OreekB, and of men, not a 
few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessa- 
lonioa bad knowledge that the word 
of God was preached of Paul at Be¬ 
rea, they oame thither also, and 
stirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the bre¬ 
thren Bent away Paul to go as it were 
to the sea; but Silas and Timotheus 
abode there still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens; and re¬ 
ceiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timotheus for to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

16 Now while Paul waited for thorn 
at Athens, his spirit was stirred in 
him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed ho in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and with 
the devout persons, and in the mar¬ 
ket daily with them that met with 
him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of 
the Epicureans, and of the Stoics, 
enoounterod him. And some said, 
What will this babbler say? other 
some, He seemeth to be a setter forth 
of strange gods; because he proached 
unto them Josus, and the resurrec¬ 
tion. 

10 And they took him and they 
brought him unto the Areopagus, say¬ 
ing, May we know what this new doo- 
trine is, whereof thou speakest ? 

20 For thou bringestcertain strange 
things to our ears; we would know 
therefore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians, and 


strangers which were there, spent 
their time in nothing else, but either 
to tell or to hear some new thing.; 

22 Then Panl stood in the mid** 
of Mars' hill, and said, Ye men of 
Athens, I perceive that in all things 
ye are too superstitions. 

23 For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar 
with this inscription, TO THE UN¬ 
KNOWN GOD. "Whom therefore ye 
ignorantly worship, him declare I 
unto you. 

24 God that made the world and 
all things therein, seeing that he is 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, as though he needed any 
thing, seeing he giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and bath deter¬ 
mined the times before appointed, 
and the bounds of their habitation ; 

27 That they shonld seek the Lord, 
if they are willing to find him, for he 
is not far from every one of us ; 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain also 
of your own poets have said, For we 
are also his offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the 
offspring of God, we ought not to 
think that the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by 
art and man's device. 

30 And the times of this ignoranoe 
God winked at; but now command- 
eth all men everywhere to repent; 

31 Because he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the world 
in righteousness by him whom he 
hath ordained; and he hath given 
assurance of this unto all men, in 
that he hath raised him from the 
dead. 

32 And when they heard of the re- 
snrreotion of the dead, some mocked; 
and others said, We will hear thee 
again of this matter. 

33 So Panl departed from among 
them. 

34 Howbeit certain men elave unto 
him, and believed; among the which 
was Dionysius the Areopaglte, and a 
woman named Dam&ris, and other* 
with them 
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CIIAPTKB XVIII. 

Mi ul laboureifi with hit hnruLt. and preach- 
fth at f’trrinih—A virion—He if accused 
before Gatlin—Apollot prtachcth ChritL 
FTER thoeo things Paul depart¬ 
ed from Athens, and oame to 
Corinth; 

2 And found a certain Jew Darned 
Aquila, born in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla, 
(because that Claudius had com¬ 
manded all Jews to depart from 
Rome,) and came unto them. 

3 And booause he was of the tamo 
oraft, he abode with them, and 
wrought; (for by their occupation 
they were tentmakera.) 

4 And he reasoned in the syna- 
goguo every Sabbath, and persuaded 
the Jews and the Qreeks. 

5 And when SilaB and Timothous 
wero come from Maoodonia, Paul was 
pressed in the spirit, and testified to 
tho Jews that Jesus was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed them¬ 
selves, and blasphemed, he shook his 
raiment, and said unto them, Your 
blood be upon your own heads; I am 
oloan ; from honceforth I will go unto 
the Gentiles. 

7 And he departed thence, and en¬ 
tered into a oortain man’s house, 
named Justus, one that worshipped 
Qod, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. 

8 And Crispua, tho ohief ruler of 
the synagogue, bolievod on the Lord 
with all his house; and many of the 
Corinthians hearing bolieved, and 
wore baptited. 

0 Then spake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vision, Be not afraid, 
but speak, and hold not thy peaco; 

10 For I am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee; for I 
have much people in this oity. 

11 And he oontinued thoro a year 
and six months, teaohing the word 
of God among them. 

12 And when Gallio was the deputy 
of A^haia, the Jews made insurrec¬ 
tion with one aooord against Paul, 
and brought him to the judgmont- 
■eat, 

13 Baying, This fellow persuadeth 
men to worship God contrary to* the 
law. 

?4 And when Paul was now about 
open bis mouth, Gallio said unto 


the Jews, If it wore a matter of wrong 
or wicked lewdness, 0 yo Jews, rea¬ 
son would that I Bhould bear with 
you; 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
to it; for I will be no judge of suoh 
matters. 

10 And he drave them from the 
judgment-soat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Soa- 
thenee, tho chief ruler of the syna¬ 
gogue, and beat him before the judg- 
mont-seat. And Gallio cared for 
none of those things. 

18 And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his 
leavo of tho brethren, and sailed 
thence into Syria, and with him Pris¬ 
cilla and Aquila; having shorn his 
head in Conchrea; for he had a vow. 

19 And ho oame to Ephesus, and 
left them there; but he himself en¬ 
tered into the synagogue, and rea¬ 
soned with the Jews. 

20 When Ihoy desired him to tarry 
longer timo with them, he oonsonted 
not; 

21 But bade them farewell, saying, I 
must by all means keop this feast 
that ooinolh in Jorusalem; but I will 
return again unto you, if God will. 
And he sailed from Ephesus. 

22 And when he had landed at 
Caesarea, and gone np, and Baluted 
(he church, he went down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent Bomo 
timo there, he departed, and went 
ovor all the country of Galatia and 
Phrygia in order, strengthening all 
the disoiples. 

24 And a cortaiu Jew namod Apol- 
los, born at Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the soriptnres, 
came to Ephesus. 

25 This mao was instructed in the 
way of the Lord; and being fervent 
in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of tho Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John. 

26 And ho began to speak boldly in 
tho synagogue; whom when Aquila 
and Priscilla had heard, they took 
him unto them, and expounded unto 
him the way of God more porfcotly. 

27 And when he was diaposod to 
pass into Aohaia, the brethren wrote, 
oxhorting the disoiples to rooeive 
him ; who, when he was come, helped 
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tfcein much which had believed 
through grace ; 

28 For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and that publicly, Bhowing by 
the scriptures that Jeans was Christ. 

CHAPTER XLX_ 

The Holy Ghost is given—The word con- 

firmed by miracles—Demetrius raiseth an 

uproar against Paul. 

ND it came to pass, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul 
having passed through the upper 
coasts came to Ephesus; and finding 
oertain disciples, 

2 He said unto thorn, Have ye re¬ 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be¬ 
lieved? And they said unto him. 
We have not so much as heard whe¬ 
ther there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto 
what then wore yo baptized? And 
they said, Unto John's baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily bap¬ 
tized with the baptism of repent¬ 
ance, saying to the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 
come after him, that is, on Christ 
Jesus. 

5 When they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

6 And whon Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghost 
oame on them; and they spake with 
tongues, and prophesied. 

7 And all the men were about 
twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, 
and Bpake boldly for the space of 
throe months, disputing and persuad¬ 
ing the things concerning tne king¬ 
dom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, 
and believed not, but spake evil of 
that way before the multitude, he de¬ 
parted from them, and separated the 
disciples, disputing daily in the school 
of one Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued by the space 
of two years; so that all thoy wnioh 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special mira¬ 
cles by the hands of Paul; 

12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the Biak handkerchiefs 
or aprons, and the diseases departed 
from them, and the evil spirits went 
out of them. 


13 Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
call over them which had evil spirits 
the name of the Lord Jesus, paying, 
We adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and ohief of the priests, 
whiah did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jesus I know, and Paul I know ; 
but who are ye ? 

16 And the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and over¬ 
came them, and prevailed against 
them, so that they fled out of that 
house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks also dwelling at 
Ephesus; and fear fell on them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus was 
magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, 
and confessed, and showed their deeds. 

19 Many of them also which used 
ourious arts brought their books to¬ 
gether, and burned them before all 
men ; and they counted the price of 
them, and found it fifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of 
God and prevailed. 

21 After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he 
had passed through Macedonia and 
Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, saying. 
After I have been there, I must also 
see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two of 
them that ministered unto him, Timo 
theus and Erastus; but he himself 
stayed in Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose no 
small stir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named Deme¬ 
trius, a silversmith, which made silver 
shrines for Diana, brought no small 
gain unto the craftsmen ; 

25 Whom he called togbther with 
the workmen of like oooupation, and 
said, Sirs, ye know that by this oraft 
we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see ant. hear, that 
not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath 
persuaded and turned away muoh 
people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands ; 

27 So that not only this our craft is 
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in danger to be set at naught; bat 
also lhat the temple of the great god¬ 
dess Diana should be despised and 
her magnificcnoo should bo destroyed, 
whom all Asia and the world worship- 
polh. 

28 And when they heard these say¬ 
ings, they were full of wrath, and 
oriod out, saying. Great is Diana of 
the Ephosians. 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with oonfusion; and having caught 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Mace¬ 
donia, Paul’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with one aocord into the 
theatre. 

SO And when Paul would havo 
entered in unto the people, the disci¬ 
ples suffered him not. 

31 And cerlain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
doming him that he would not 
adventuro himsolf into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another; for the assembly 
was confused; and the moro part 
knew not wherefore they wore come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
the multitude, the Jowb putting him 
forward. And Alexander beckonod 
with the hand, and would have made 
hie defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was 
a Jow, all with one voice about the 
spaoe of two hours oriod out. Groat is 
Diana of the Ephesians. 

35 And whon the townolerk had 
appoftsod the people, he said, Ye men 
of Ephesus, what man is there that 
knoweth not how that the city of the 
Ephesians is a worshipper of the 
great goddess Diana, and of the imago 
which fell down from Jupitor? 

36 Seeing thon that these things 
cannot bo spoken against, ye ought 
to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither those 
men, which are neithor robbers of 
ehurchos, nor yet blasphemers of your 
goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have a 
matter against any man, the law is 
open, and there are deputies; let 
them implead one another. 

39 But if ye inquire anything con¬ 
cerning other matters, it shall be de¬ 
termined in a lawful assembly. 


40 For we are in danger to be called 
in question for this day’s uproar, there 
being no cause whereby wo maj give 
an account of this concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, 
he dismissed the assembly. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Paul goeth to Macedonia — The. Lord's tapper 
—Eutychus raised to lift — Paul wameth 
than of false teacher t. 

ND after the uproar was ceased, 
Paul called unto him the disoi- 
ples, and embraced them, and departed 
for to go into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over tho.ie 
arts, and had given them much ex- 
ortation, ho came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. 
And when the Jews laid wait for him, 
as he was about to sail into Syria, he 
purposed to return through Mace¬ 
donia. 

4 And thore accompanied him into 
Asia Sopater of Berea; and of the 
Thossalonians, Aristarchus and 8e- 
cundus; and Gaius of Derbe, and 
Timotheus; and of Asia, Tyohions 
and Trophimus. 

5 These going before tarried for ns 
at Troas. 

0 And we sailed away from Philippi 
after the days of unleavened bread, 
and came unto them to Troas in five 
days; whore we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the 
weok, whon the disciples came together 
to break bread, Paul preached unto 
them, ready to depart on the morrow ; 
and continued his speech until mid¬ 
night. 

8 And there were many lights in the 
nppor chamber, where they were 
gathered together. 

9 And there sat in a window a 
certain young man named Eutyohns, 
being fallen into a deep sleep ; and as 
Paul was long preaching, he sunk 
down with sleep, and fell down from 
the third loft, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul wont down, and fell on 
him, and embracing him said, Trouble 
not yourselves ; for his life is in him 

11 When ho thorefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and 
oaten, and talked a long while, even 
till broak of day, so ho departed. 

12 And they brought the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

13 And we went before to ship, and 
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tailed unto Assob, there intending to 
take in Paul; for eo had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at 
Aseos, we took him in, and came to 
Milylene. 

15 And we sailed thence, and came 
the next day over against Chios; and 
the next day we arrived at SamoB, 
and tarried at Trogylliom; and the 
next day we came to Miletus. 

10 For Panl had determined to sail 
by Ephesus, because he would not 
spend the time in Asia; for be hasted, 
if it were possible for him, Lo be at 
Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

17 And from Miletus he sent Lo 
EphesnB, and called the elders of the 
oharoh. 

18 And when they were come to him, 
he said unto them, Ye know, from 
the first day that 1 came into Asia, 
after what manner I have been with 
yon at all seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all humility 
of mind, and with many tears, and 
temptations, which befell me by the 
lying in wait of the Jews; 

20 And how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto you, but bare 
showed you, and have taught you 
publioly, and from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, and 
also to the Greeks, repentanoe toward 
God, and faith on the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound in 
the spirit unto Jerusalem, not know¬ 
ing the things that shall befall me 
there; 

23 Save that the Holy Ghost wit¬ 
nessed in every city, saying that 
bonds and affliotions abide me. 

24 But none of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear unto 
myself, so that I might finish my 
oourse with joy, and the ministry, 
whioh I have reoeived of the Lord 
Jesus, to testify the gospel of the 
grace of God. 

25 And now, behold, I know that 
ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, shall 
see my face no more. 

20 Wherefore I take you to record 
this day, that I am pure from the 
blood of all men. 

27 For I have not shunned to de¬ 
clare unto you all the oounsel of God. 


28 Take heed therefore unto your¬ 
selves, and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased wiLh his 
own blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my 
departing shall grievous wolves enter 
in among you, not sparing the flock. 

30 Also of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse things, 
to draw away disciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remember 
that by the space of three years 1 
ceased not to warn every one night 
and day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of hie 
grace, which is able to huild you np, 
and to give you an inheritance among 
all them which are sanctified. 

33 I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ve yourselves know, that 
these hands have ministered an to my 
necessities, and to them that were 
with me. 

35 I have showed you all things, 
how that so labouring ye ought to 
support the weak, and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how he 
said, It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 

36 And when he had thus spoken, 
he kneeled down, and prayed with 
them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell 
on Paul's neck, and kissed him, 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the 
words whioh he spake, that they 
should soe his face no more. And 
they accompanied him unto the ship. 

CHAPTER XXL 

PhOip’i daughtert prophetesses — I'aul cam 
tfA to Jerusalem—Preaches to the people. 

A ND it came to pass, that after we 
wore gotten from them, and had 
launched, wo came with a straight 
course unto Coos, and the day follow¬ 
ing unto Rhodes, and from thenoc 
unto Patara ; 

2 And finding a ship sailing over 
unto PhoBnioia, we went aboard, and 
iet forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered Cy¬ 
prus, we left it on the left hand, and 
sailed into Syria, and landed at Tyre; 
for there the ship was to unlade her 
burden. 
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4 And finding disciples, we tarried 
there seven days ; who said 1o Paul 
through the Spirit, that he should 
uol go up tc Jerusalem. 

5 And when wo had accomplished 
those days, wo departed and went 
our way; and they all brought us on 
our way, with wives and ohildron, till 
we were out of the oity ; and we 
kneeled down on the shore, and 
prayed. 

6 And when we had taken our leave 
one of anothor, we took ship ; and 
thoy returned homo again. 

7 And when we had finished our 
course from Tyre, we came to Ptolo- 
mais, and saluted the brethren, and 
abode with them ono day. 

8 And the uext day we that were of 
Paul's oompany departed, and came 
unto Caoearoa; and we entored into 
the house of Philip tho evangelist, 
which was one of tho seven; and 
abode with him. 

9 And the same man had four daugh¬ 
ters, virgins, whioh did prophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there many 
days, there came down from Judea a 
oerlain prophet, named Agabus. 

11 And wnen he waB come unto us, 
he took Paul’s girdle, and bound his 
own hands and feet, and said, Thus 
saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the 
Jews at Jerusalem hind the man that 
ownuth this girdle, and shall deliver 
him into tho hands of the Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard these things, 
both we, and thoy of that place, be¬ 
sought him not to go up to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

13 Then Paal answered, What mean 
ye to weep and to break mine heart? 
for I am ready not to ho bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus. 

14 And when he would not he per¬ 
suaded, we oeased, saying, The will 
of the Lird be dono. 

15 And after thoso days we took up 
our carriages, and wont up to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

IB There wont with us also oertain 
of the disoiples of Caesarea, and 
hrought with them one Mnason of 
Cyprus, an old diseiple, with whom 
we should lodge. 

17 And when we wore oomo to Jeru¬ 
salem, tho brethren received us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul wont 


in with ue unto Jan.es; and all the 
elders woro present. 

19 And whon he had saluted them, 
ho declared particularly what Ihings 
God had wrought among the Oon- 
tiles by hie ministry. 

20 And when they heard it, they 
glorified the Lord, and said unto him, 
Thou secat, brothor, hew many thou¬ 
sands of Jows there are which be¬ 
lieve; and thoy arc all cealous of the 
law; 

21 And they aro informed of thee, 
that thou teaohest all the Jews whioh 
are among the Gentiles to forsake 
Moses, saying that thoy ought not to 
circumcise their children, neither to 
walk after the customs. 

22 What is it therefore? the multi¬ 
tude must noeds come together; for 
they will hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that wo say to 
thee; We have four mon whioh have 
a vow on them ; 

24 Them take, and purify thysolf 
with them, and be at charges with 
them, that they may Bhave their 
heads ; and all may know that those 
things, whereof they wore informed 
conoerning thee, aro nothing; but 
that thou thyself also walkost orderly, 
and keepest tho law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which 
believe, we have written and conclud¬ 
ed that thoy obsorve no such thing, 
save only that they keep themselves 
from things oflored to idols, and from 
blood, and from things strangled, and 
from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took tho mon, and 
tho noxt day purifying himself with 
them ontored into tho temple, to sig¬ 
nify the accomplishment of tho days 
of purification, until that an offering 
should be offered for every one of 
them. 

27 And when the seven days were 
almost ended, tho Jews which were 
of Asia, whon they saw him in the 
temple, stirred up all the people, and 
laid hands on him, 

28 Crying out, Men of Israel, help; 
this is the man, that teacheth all men 
everywhere against the people, and 
the law, and this place; and further 
brought Greeks also into the temple, 
and hath polluted this holy plooe. 

29 (For they had seen before with 
him in tho oity Trophimus an Ephe- 
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sian, whom they supposed that Paul 
had brought into the temple.) 

30 And all the city was moved, and 
the people ran together; and they 
took, ana drew him out of the temple; 
and forthwith the doors wore shat. 

31 And as they went about to kill 
him, tidings came unto the ohief 
captain of the band, that all Jerusa¬ 
lem was in an uproar; 

32 Who immediately took soldiers 
and oenturions, and ran down unto 
them; and when they saw the chief 
oaptain and the soldiers, they left 
beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came 
near, and took him, and commanded 
him to he bound with two ohains; 
and demanded who he was, and what 
he had done. 

34 And some oried one thing, some 
another, among the multitude; and 
when he could not know the certain¬ 
ty for the tumult, he commanded him 
to be carried into the castle. 

35 And when he came upon the 
stairs, so it was, that he was borne of 
the soldiers for the violence of the 
people. 

36 For the multitude of the people 
followed after, crying, Away with 
him. 

37 And as Paul was to be led into 
the castle, he said unto the chief cap¬ 
tain, May I speak unto thee? Who 
said, Canst thou speak Greek 7 

38 Art not thou that Egyptian, 
which before these days madest an 
uproar, and leddest out into the wil¬ 
derness four thousand men that were 
murderers 7 

39 But Paul said, I am a man which 
am a Jew of TarsuB, a oity in Cilicia, 
a citizen of no mean oity; and, I be¬ 
seech thee, suffer me to speak unto 
the people. 

40 And when he had given him li¬ 
cense, Paul stood on the stairs, and 
beckoned with the hand unto the 
people. And when there was made 
a great silence, he spake unto them in 
the Hebrew tongue, Baying, 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Paul declarcih hit conversion. 

EN, hrclbron, and fathers, hoar 
ye my defence which I make 
now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that he 
spake in the Hebrew tongue to them, 


they kept the more silence ; and he 
saith,) 

3 I am verily a man which am a 
Jew, born in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, 
yet hroughtup in this city at the feel 
of Gamaliel, and taught according to 
the perfect manner of the law of the 
fathers, and was zealous toward God, 
as ye all are this day. 

4 And I persecuted this way onto 
the death, binding and delivering into 
prisons both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of the 
elders; from whom also I received 
letters unto the brethren, and went to 
Damascus, to bring them which were 
there hound unto Jerusalem, for to be 
punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, ana was come nigh 
unto Damascus about noon, suddenly 
there shone from heaven a great light 
round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecuted thou me ? 

8 And I answered. Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said unto me, I am 
Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou perse- 
outest. 

9 And they that were with me saw 
indoed the light, and were afraid; 
but they heard not the voice of him 
that spake to me. 

10 And I said, What shall I do, 
Lord 7 And the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, and go into Damascus; and 
there it Bhall he told thee of all 
things which are appointed of theo 
to do. 

11 And when I could not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the 
hand of them that were with me, I 
came into Damascus. 

12 And one Ananias, a devout man 
according to the law, having a good 
report of all the Jews which dwelt 
there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and 
said unto me, Brother Saul, receive 
thy sight. And the same hour I look¬ 
ed up upon him. 

14 Aud he said, The God of our 
fathers hath ohosen thee, that thou 
shouldest know his will, and see that 
Just One, and shouldest hear the 
voice of hie mouth. 

15 For thou shalt bo his witness unto 
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ill men of what thou hast seen and 
heard. 

lfi And now why tarriost thou? 
aria©, and bo baptized, and waBh away 
thy sins, calling on the name of the 
Lord. 

17 And it oame to pass, that, when 
I was come again to Jerusalem, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was 
in a tranoe ; 

IB Aud saw him saying unto me. 
Make haste, and get thee quickly out 
of JoruBalom; for they will not re¬ 
ceive thy testimony concerning me. 

19 And I said. Lord, they know that 
[ imprisonod and beat in every syna¬ 
gogue them that believed on thee; 

20 And whan the blood of thy mar¬ 
tyr Stephen was shed, I also was 
standing by, and oonsenting unto his 
death, and kept the raiment of them 
that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart; 
for I will send thoe far hence unto 
the Qontilos. 

22 And they gavo him audience 
unto this word, and then lifted up 
thoir voices, and said, Away witn 
such a fellow from the earth ; for it 
is not fit that he should live. 

23 And as Lhey cried out, and cast 
off their clothes, and threw dust into 
the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the caelle, and 
bade that he should be examined by 
scourging; that he might know whero- 
fore they oried so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion 
that stood hy, Is it lawful for you to 
scourgo a man that is a Roman, and 
uncondemned ? 

20 When tho oenturion heard that, 
he went and told the chief oaptain, 
saying, Take heed what thou aoeat; 
for this man is a Roman. 

27 Then the chief oaptain oame, and 
said ante him, Toll me, art thou a 
Roman? He said, Yea. 

28 And the chief oaptain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this 
freedom. And Paul said, But I was 
free bom. 

29 Then straightway they doparted 
from him whioh Bhould have examin¬ 
ed him, and the ohief captain also 
was afraid; and he loosed him from 
hii bands, after he knew that he was 


a Roman, and because he had bound 
bim. 

30 On tho morrow, because ho would 
have known tho certainty wherefore 
ho was accused of the Jews, ho com¬ 
manded the chief priests and all thair 
oouncil to appear, and brought Paul 
down, and eel him before them. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Jtojl pleaddh his cause—Dissension among 
his accusers—The Jews Lay wail /or Jhiui. 
ND Paul, earnosLly beholding the 
council, said. Men and brethren, 
I have lived in all good conscience 
before God until this day. 

2 And the high priest Ananias com¬ 
manded them that stood by him to 
smite him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God 
shall smite thee, thou whited wall; 
for sittest thou to judge me after the 
law, and oommandest me to bo smit¬ 
ten contrary to tho law ? 

4 And they that stood by said, Re- 
vilest thou God’B high priest? 

5 Thon said Paul, I did not know, 
brethren,that he was the high priest; 
for it is written, Thou shalt outspeak 
evil of the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that tho 
one part wore Sadducces, and the 
other Pharisees, he cried ouL in the 
council, Mon and brethren, I am a 
Phariaoo, tho son of a Pharisee; of 
the hope and resurrection of the dead 
I am called in question. 

7 And whon he had so said, there 
arose a dissension between the Pha¬ 
risees and the Sadduoees; and the 
multitude was dividod. 

8 For tho Sadducees say that there 
is no rosurreotion, neither angel, nor 
spirit; but tho Pharisees confess both. 

9 And there arose a great ory; and 
the scribes that were of the Phari¬ 
sees' part aroso, and strove, saying, 
We find no evil in this man ; but if 
a spirit or an angel hath spoken to 
him, let us not fight against God. 

10 And whon there arose a great 
dissension, the chief oaptain, fearing 
lest Paul should have been pulled 
in pieces of them, commanded the 
soldiers to go down, and to take him 
by foroo from among thorn, and to 
bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the 
Lord stood by him, and said, Be of 
good cheer, Paul; for as thon hut 
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testified of me in Jerusalem, bo ranst 
thou bear witnoas also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day. certain 
of tho Jews banded togethor, aDd 
bound themselves under aonrse, say¬ 
ing that they would neither eat nor 
drink till they had killed Paui. i 

13 And they were more than forty 
whioh had made this oonspiraoy. 

14 And they oarne to the ohiof 

riests and elders, and Baid, We have 

ound ourselves under a great curse, 

that we will eat nothing until we 
have Blain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the coun¬ 
cil signify to the ohief oaptain that 
he bring him down unto you to-mor¬ 
row, as though you would inquire 
something more perfectly concerning 
him ; and we, before he come near, 
are ready to kill him. 

16 And when Paul's sister’s son 
heard of their lying in wait, he went 
and entered into the castle, and told 
Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the 
oenturions unto him, and said, Bring 
this young man unto the chief oap- 
tain; for he hath a certain thing to 
tell him. 

18 So he took him, and brought 
him to the chief captain, and said, 
Paul the prisoner called me unto 
him, and prayed mo to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath 
something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief oaptain took him 
by the hand, and went with him aside 
privately, and asked him, What is 
that thou hast to tell me? 

20 And ho said, The Jews have 
agreed to desire thee that thou would- 
est bring down Paul to-morrow into 
the counoil, as though they would 
inquire somewhat of him more per¬ 
fectly. 

21 Bat do not thou yield unto them ; 
for there lie in wait for him of them 
more than forty men, whioh have 
bound themselves with an oath, that 
they will neither eat nor drink till 
they have killed him; and now are 
they ready, looking for a promise 
from thee. 

22 So the chief oaptain then let the 
young man depart, and oharged him, 
See thou tell no man that thou hast 
showed these things to me. 

23 And he oalled unto him two 
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centurions, saying, Make ready two 
hundred soldiers to go to Cceaaroa,, 
and horsemen threescore and ten, 
and spearmen two hundred, at the 
third hour of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring him 
safe unto Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after thia 
manner; 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most 
excellent govornor Felix sendeth 
greeting. 

27 This man was taken of the Jews, 
and would have been killed of them; 
then came I with an army, and res¬ 
cued him, having understood that he 
was a Roman. 

23 And when I would have known 
the cause wherefore they accused 
him, I brought him forth into their 
council; 

29 Whom I perceivod to be accused 
of auestions of their law, but to have 
nothing laid to his oharge worthy of 
death or of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me how 
that the Jews laid wait for the man, 
I sent straightway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accusers also 
to say before thee what they had 
against him. Farewell. 

31 Then the Boldiers, as it was com 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the 
horsemen to go with him, and re¬ 
turned to the castle; 

33 Who, when they came to Caesa¬ 
rea, and delivered the epistle to the 
governor, presented Pan! also before 
him. 

34 And when the governor had read 
the letter, he asked of what province 
he was. And when he understood 
that he was of Cilicia; 

35 I will hear theo, said he, when 
thine accusers are also come. A 3d 
he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod’s judgment-hall. 

CHAPTKB XX1T. 

Puul prtacKdA Chriti to the governor and 
his wife—Paul in prison. 

A ND after five days Ananias the 
high priest descended with the 
elders, ana with a certain orator 
named Tortullus, who informed the 
governor against Paul. 

2 And when be was oalled forth* 
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Tertullus began to aeons© him, say¬ 
ing, Seeing that by thee we enjoy 
great quietness, and that very worthy 
deods are done unto this nation by 
thy providence, 

3 We aocept it always, and in all 
places, most noble Felix, with all 
thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray thee 
that thou wouldBt hoar us of thy 
olemenoy a few words. 

5 For we have found this man a 
pestilent follow, And a mover of sedi¬ 
tion among all the JewB throughout 
the world, and a ringleador of the 
sect of the NaznronoB; 

6 Who also hath gone about to pro¬ 
fane the temple; whom we took, and 
would have judged according to our 
law* 

7 But the ohief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with groat violenoe 
took him away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his aoouserB to come 
unto thee; by examining of whom 
thyself mayest take knowledge of 
all these things, whoreof we aoouse 
him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, say¬ 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the gover¬ 
nor had beokoned unto him to speak, 
answerod, Foraemuoh as I know that 
thou hast been of many years a judge 
unto this nation, I do the more cheer¬ 
fully answer for mysolf; 

11 Because that thou mayest un¬ 
derstand, that thoro are yet hat 
twelve days since I went up to Jeru¬ 
salem for to worship. 

12 And thoy neither found me in 
the temple disputing with any man, 
neither raising up the people, neither 
in the synagogues, nor in the oity; 

13 Neithor oan they prove the 
things whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I oonfess unto thee, 
that aftor the way which they call 
heresy, bo worship I the God of my 
fathers, believing all things whioh 
are written in the law and in the 
prophets; 

16 And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also allow, 
that there shall be a reeurreotion of 
the dead, both of the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exeroise my¬ 
self, to have always a oonsoienoe void 


of offenoe toward Qod, and toward 
men. 

17 Now after many years I came 
to bring alma to my nation, and of¬ 
ferings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
Asia found me purified in the temple, 
neither with multitude, nor with ta¬ 
rn ult. 

19 Who ought to have been here 
before thee, and object, if they had 
aught against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, 
if they have found any evil doing in 
me, while I stood before the council, 

21 Exoept it be for this one voioe, 
that I oriod standing among them, 
Touohing the resurrection of the 
dead I am called in question by you 
this day. 

22 And when Felix hoard these 
things, having more perfeot know¬ 
ledge of that way, he doferred them, 
and said, When Lysias the ohief oap- 
tain shall come down, I will know 
the uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have 
liberty, and that he should forbid 
none of his acquaintance to minister 
or oome unto him. 

24 And after certain days, wheD 
Felix oame with his wife Drusilla, 
whioh waB a Jewess, he sent for 
Panl, and heard him oonoeming the 
faith in Christ. 


26 And as he reasoned of right¬ 
eousness, temperanoe, and judgment 
to oome, Felix trembled, and an¬ 
swered, Go thy way for this time; 
when I have a convenient season, I 
will call for theo. 


20 He hoped also that money should 
have been given him of Paul, that 
he might loose him; wherefore he 
sent for him the oftenor, and com¬ 
muned with him. 


27 But after two years Poroiui 
Foetus oame into Felix’ room; and 
Felix, willing to show the Jews a 
pleasure, left Paul bound. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

/buj anruxTcth before ffcitui and Auy 
Afp-ippa. 


N OW when Festus was oome Into 
the province, after three days he 
asooDded from Cssarea to Jeru¬ 


salem. 


2 Then the high priest and the 
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ohief of the Jews Informed him 
agaiDBt Paul, and besought him, 

3 And desired favour against him, 
that he would send for him to Jeru¬ 
salem, laying wait in the way to kill 
him. 

4 Bnt Festns answered, that Paul 
ahonld be kept at Cmsarea, and that 
he himself would depart shortly 
thither. 

6 Let them therefore, said he, 
which among you are able, go down 
with me, and accuse this man, if 
there be any wickedness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Ceesarea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment-seat com¬ 
manded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the JewB 
which came down from Jerusalem 
stood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints against Paul, 
which they could not prove, 

6 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Cmsar, have I offended any 
thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the 
Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, and 
said, Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these things 
before me ? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Gas- 
Bar's judgment-seat, where I ought 
to be judged; to the Jews have I 
done no wrong, as thou very well 
knowest. 

11 For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, 
I refuse not to die; but if there be 
none of these things whereof these 
aocuse me, no man may deliver me 
unto them. I appeal UDto Cmsar. 

12 Then Festus, whon he had con¬ 
ferred with the council, answered, 
Hast thou appealed unto Cmsar? unto 
Cmsar shalt thou go. 

13 And after certain days king 
Agrippa and Bernice came unto Cm- 
sarea to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Festus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There is 
a oertain man left in bonds by Felix; 

15 About whom, when I was at 
Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, de¬ 


siring to have judgment against him 

16 To whom I answered. It is not 
the manner of the Romans to deliver 
any man to die, before that he whicb 
is accused have the accusers face to 
face, and have license to answer for 
himself concerning the crime laid 
against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were c>me 
hither, without any delay on the lay 
following I sat on the judgment-seat, 
and commanded the man to be brought 
forth. 

18 Against whom when the accu 
serB stood up, they brought none ac 
cusation of such things as I sup 
posed; 

19 But had certain questions again" 
him of their own superstition, and 
of one Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of sucb 
manner of questions, I asked him 
whether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to 
be reserved unto the hearing of Au 
gustus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might send him to Ceesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festu?, 
I would also hear the man myself 
To-morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 
him. 

23 And on the morrow, when 
Agrippa was come, and Bernice, 
with great pomp, and was entered 
into the place of hearing, with the 
chief captains, and prinoipal men of 
the city, at Festus' commandment 
Paul was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, 
and all men whioh are here present 
with us, ye see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, 
and also here, crying that he ought 
not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, I hare determined to send 
him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain 
thing to write unto my lord. Where¬ 
fore I have hrought him forth before 
you, and specially before thee, 0 king 
Agrippa, that, after examination heni, 
I might have Bomewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreason 
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able to seed a prisoner, and not withal 
to signify the crimes laid against 
him. 

CHAPTER XXVL 

Paul, in the pretence of Agrippa — FYstus 
chargeih Aim to be mad — Agrippa almost 
perruculed to be a Christian. 
rflHBN Agrippa said onto Paul, 

1 Thon art permitted to speak for 
thyself. Then Paul stretched forth 
the hand, and answered for himself; 

2 I think myBelf happy, king 
Agrippa, because I shall answer for 
myself this day before thee touching 
all tho things whereof I am accused 
of the Jews; 

3 Especially hecause I know thee 
to be expert in all oustoms and 
questions which are Among the Jews; 
wherefore I heseech thee to hear me 
patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first among 
mine own nation at Jerusalem, know 
all the Jews; 

5 Which know me from the be¬ 
ginning, if they would testify, that 
after the moBt straiteBt scot of our 
religion I lived a Pharisee. 

(II And now I stand and am judged 
for the hope of the promise made of 
God unto our fathers ; 

7 Unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day 
and night, hope to come. For which 
hope's sake, king Agrippa, I am ac¬ 
cused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it he thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God should 
raiso the dead ? 

9 I verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things contrary 
to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jeru¬ 
salem ; and many of the saints did 
I shut up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests ; and 
when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against them. 

11 And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme ; and being ex¬ 
ceedingly maa against them, I perse¬ 
cuted them evon unto strange oities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Da¬ 
mascus with authority and oommis- 
■ion from tho chief priests, 

19 At midday, 0 king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 


hrightness of the sun, shining round 
about me and them whioh Journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hehrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou mo ? it is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

10 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet; fori have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness hoth of these 
things whioh thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap¬ 
pear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, 
that they may receive forgiveness of 
sins, and inheritance among them 
whioh are sanctified by faith that iB 
in me. 

19 Whereupon, 0 king Agrippa, I 
was notdisohedient unto the heavenly 
vision; 

20 But showed first unto them of 
Damasous, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the ooastB of Judea, 
and then to the Gentiles, that they 
Bhould repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught 
me in the tomple, and went about to 
kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than those 
which the prophetB and Moses did 
say should come ; 

23 That Christ should suffer, and 
that he should be the first that should 
rise from the dead, and Bhould show 
light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for him¬ 
self, Fostus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art boside thyself; muoh 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, most 
noble Festus; but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness. 
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20 For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also I speak 
freely; for I am persuaded that none 
of these things are hidden from him; 
for this thing was not done in a 
oorner. 

27 King Agrippa, helierest tbon 
the prophets ? I Enow that thou be- 
Iievest. 

28 Then Agrippa said onto Pan], 
Almost thon pcrsnadeBt me to he a 
Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also all that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when be had thus spoken, 
the king rose up, and the governor, 
and Bernioe, and they that sat wiLh 
them; 

31 And wheD they were gone aside, 
they talked between themsolves, say¬ 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy 
>{ death or of bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto FestuE, 
This man might have been set at 
liberty, if he had not appealed unto 
Cesar. 

CHAPTER 2LXVTL 

/fcuZ thipping toward Roms, foretells th of 
the danger of the voyage—They suffer 
ihipumck, yet all came safe to land. 

ND when it was determined that 
we should sail into Italy, they 
delivered Paul and certain other 
prisoners unto one named Julius, a 
centurion of Augustus’ band. 

2 And entering into a ship of 
Adramyttium, we launched, mean¬ 
ing to sail by the coasts of Asia : one 
Aristarchus, a Macedonian of Thes- 
salonica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we tonched 
at Sidon. And Julius courteously 
entreated Paul, and gave him liberty 
to go unto his friends to refresh him¬ 
self. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, be¬ 
cause the winds were oontrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
oame to Myra, a oity of Lyoia. 

0 And there the centurion found a 
ship of Alexandria, sailing into Italy; 
ana he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and soaroe were come 


over against Cnidus, the wind no; 
suffering us, we sailed under Cret* 
ovor against Salmone; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unU 
a place which is called the Fair 
Havens; nigh wbereunto was the city 
of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now dangerous, 
because the fust was now alroad v 
past, Paul admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I per 
ceive that this voyage will be wit 1 j 
hurt and much damage, not only of 
tho lading and ship, hut also of out 
lives. 

11 Nevertheless the oenturion bo 
lieved the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than those thing* 
which were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
oommodious to winter in, the morp 

art advised to depart thence also, il 

y any means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter; which 
is a haven of Crete, and lietb toward 
the southwest and northwest. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had ol> 
tained their purpose, loosing thence, 
they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
againBt it a tempestuous wind, onllod 
Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, 
and could not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. 

16 And running under a oertain 
island which is called Clauda, we 
had much work to come by the boat, 

17 Which when they had taken 
up, they used helps, undergirding the 
ship; and, fearing lest they should 
fall into the quicksands, stroke sail, 
and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they 
lightened the ship; 

19 And the third day we oast out 
with our own hands the taokling of 
the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stare 
in mauy days appeared, and no small 
tempest lay on us, all hope that we 
should be saved was then taken 
away. 

21 But after long abstinenoe, Pan! 
stood forth in the midBt of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye should hare hearkened 
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onto me, and not have looBed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm 
and luflfl. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of 
good cheer; for Ihore shall be no loos 
of any man's life among yon, but of 
the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of Qod, whose I am, and 
whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Crosar; and, 
lo, God hath given thee all thorn that 
sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, bo of good 
cheer; for 1 believe God, that it shall 
be evon as it was told me. 

2G llowbcit wo must be oast upon 
a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
was couie, us we wore driven up and 
down in Adria, about midnight the 
shipmon doomed that they grow near 
to some oountry; 

28 And sounded, and found it 
Lwonty faLhoma; and when they had 
gono a little further, they sounded 
again, and found it fifloou fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lost we should 
have fallen upon rooks, they oast four 
anchors out of the stern, and wishod 
for the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were about 
to flee out of tho ship, when they had 
let down the boat into the sea, under 
colour as though thoy would have 
oast anchors out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and 
to the soldiers, Except those abide in 
the ship, ye cannot bo saved. 

32 Thon the soldiers cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and let hor fall off. 

33 And while the day was ooming 
on, Paul besought thorn all to take 
moat, saying, This day is the four¬ 
teenth day ye have tarried and con¬ 
tinued fastiug, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meal; for this is for your health; 
for there shall not a hair fall from 
the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, 
he took bread, and gave thanks to 
God in nroHonoo of thorn all; and 
when he bad broken it, ho began to 
eat. 

30 Tbon were they all of good oheer, 
and they also took somo moat. 

17 And we wore in all in the ship 
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two hundrod threescore and sixtoen 
souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
thoy lightened the ship, and oast out 
tho wheat into tho soa. 

39 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land; but they discovered a 
oertain oreek with a shore, into the 
which they wore minded, if it were 
possible, to thrust in tho ship. 

40 And whon they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves 
unto the sea, and loosed the rudder 
bands, and hoised up the mainsail to 
the wind, and made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where 
two soas met, they ran the ship 
aground; and the forepart stuck fast, 
and remained unmov&blo, but the 
hinder part was broken with the vio- 
lenoe of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was 
to kill the prisoners, lost any of them 
should swim out, and escape. 

43 But tho centurion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from their purpose; 
and commanded that they whioh 
could swim should oast themselves 
first into the sea, and got to land; 

44 And the rest, some on boards, 
and Borne on broken pieces of the 
ship. And so it came to pass, that 
they eeoaped all safe to land. 

CHAPTER xxvrn. 

Pfciid entertained by the barbarian *—TV 

viper m his hand—Be healeth many 

diseases — They depart to Rome — rtui 

prtacheih there (wo years. 

ND whon they were esoaped, 
then they knew that the island 
was oalled Molita. 

2 And tho barbarous people showed 
us no little kindness; for they kin¬ 
dled a fire, and received us every 
one, because of Lho present rain, and 
because of tho oold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on 
the fire, there came a viper out of the 
heat, and fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw the 
vonomous beast hang on his hand, 
thoy said among themselves, No 
doubt this man iB a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the sea, yet 
veugeance suffereth not to live. 

6 And he shook off the beast into 
Lhe fire, and felt no harm. 

0 Howbeit they looked when he 
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ihould have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly; but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed 
their minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 In tho same quarters were pos¬ 
sessions of the ohief man of the isl¬ 
and, whose name waB Publius; who 
received us, and lodged us three days 
courteously. 

8 And it came to paBB, that the 
father of Publius lay Biok of a fever 
and of a hloody flux ; to whom Paul 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. 

0 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the island, 
came, and were healed; 

10 Who also honoured us with 
many honours ; and when we depart¬ 
ed, they laded us with such things as 
were necessary. 

11 And after three months wo de- 

arted in a ship of Alexandria, whioh 

ad wintered in the isle, whose sign 

was Castor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, we 
tarried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and eame to Rhegium; and 
after one day the south wind blew, 
and we came the next day to Puteoli; 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them seven 
days; and so we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the bre¬ 
thren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as far as Appii Forum, and 
the Three Taverns; whom when Paul 
saw, he thanked Qod, and took 
oourage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, 
Lhe centurion delivered the prisoners 
to the captain of the guard; but 
Paul was Buffered to dwell by himself 
with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it oame to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together; and when they 
were oome together, he said unto 
them, Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, yet 
was I delivered prisoner from Jeru¬ 
salem into tho hands of the Romans; 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no oause of death in me. 

10 But when the Jewn spake against 


it, I was constrained to appeal unto 
CsBar; not that I had aught to ao 
cuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you, and to 
speak with you; because that for the 
hope of Israel I am bound with thii 
chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We 
neither received letters out of Jud«n 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came showed or spake 
any harm of theo. 

22 But we desire to hear of theo 
what thou thinkest; for as concern¬ 
ing this sect, we know that every¬ 
where it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
into his lodging; to whom he ex¬ 
pounded and testified the kingdom of 
God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, 
and ont of the prophets, from morn 
ing till evening. 

24 And Borne believed the things 
which were spoken, and some be¬ 
lieved not. 

25 And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed, after that 
Paul had spoken one word, Well 
spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias tho 
prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
say, Hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not understand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and not perceive; 

27 For the heart of this people ie 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed; lest they should Bee with their 
eyeB, and hear with their earB, and 
understand with their heart, and 
should be converted, and I should 
heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God is sent 
unto the Gentiles, and that they will 
hear it. 

29 And when he had 6aid these 
words, the Jews departed, and had 
great reasoning among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole years 
in his own hired house, and received 
all that came in onto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and toaching those things which con¬ 
cern the Lord Jesus Christ, with oil 
confidence, n n man forbidding him. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Paul declareth the gospel to the Roman*. 
AUL, an apostle, a servant of 
God, called of JesuB Christ, and 
separated to preach the gOBpel, 

2 (Which he had promised before 
by his prophets in the holy scrip- 
tares,) 

3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ 
oar Lord, which was made of the seed 
of David according to the flesh; 

4 And declared the Son of God with 
power, by the Spirit aocording to the 
truth through toe resurrection from 
the dead; 

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apoetleship, through obedience, 
and faith in his name, to preach the 
gOBpel among all nations; 

6 Among whom ye also are oalled 
of Jesus Christ; 

7 Wherefore I write to all who are 
in Rome, beloved of God, oalled 
saints; Grace to you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and Lhe Lord 
Jesus Chriet. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ, that you all are stead¬ 
fast, and your faith is spoken of 
throughout the world, 

9 For God is my witnoss, whom I 
serve, that without ceasing I make 
mention of you always in my pray¬ 
ers, that you may be kept through 
the Spirit, in the gospel of hie Son, 

10 Making roquest of you, to re¬ 
member me in your prayers, I now 
write unto you, that you will ask him 
in faith, that if by any means, at 
length, I may serve you with my la- 
boars, and may have a prosperous 
journoy by tho will of God, to oome 
unto yon. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
that it may be established in you to 
the ond ; 

12 That I may be comforted to¬ 
gether with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you igno¬ 
rant, brethren, that oftentimes I pur- 

osed to oome unto you, (but was 

Indered hitherto,) that I might have 


some fruit among you also, even aj 
among other GoDtiles. 

14 And I am debtor both to the 
Greeks, and to the Barbarians; both 
to the wise, and to tho unwise. 

15 So, as muoh as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ; for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God rovealed through faith on his 
name; as it is written, The just Bhall 
live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men; who love 
not the truth, but remain in unright¬ 
eousness, 

19 After that whioh may be known 
of God is manifest to them. 

20 For God hath revealed unto them 
Iho invisible things of him, from the 
creation of the world, which are 
clearly seen ; things which are not 
seen being understood by the things 
that aro made, through his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that they 
are without eiouBe; 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were they thankful, but be¬ 
came vain in their imaginations, and 
their foolish hearts were darkened. 

22 ProfosBing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an imag« 
made like to corruptible man, aDd 
to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and 
creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to unoleanness, through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour 
their own bodieB between themselves ; 

25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and served 
the creature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever. Amen. 

26 For this oause God gave them 
up unto vile affections; for even their 

1TI 
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women did change the natural use 
into that which is against nature; 

27 And likewise also the men, leav¬ 
ing the natural uao of the woman, 
burnod in their lust one toward an¬ 
other; men with men working that 
whioh is unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompense of their 
error which was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like to 
retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprohate mind, 
according to some to do those things 
whioh are not oonvenient ; 

29 Being filled with all unrighteous¬ 
ness, fornication, wiokedness, covet¬ 
ousness, malioiousneBS; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity; 
whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, de¬ 
spiteful, proud, hoasters, inventors of 
evil things, disobedient to pareuts, 

31 Without understanding, cove- 
nant-hreakers, without natural affeo- 
tion, implacable, unmeroiful; 

32 And some knowing the judgment 
of Qod, that they which commit such 
things are inexcusable, not only do 
the same, but have pleasure in them 
that do them. 

CI1APTKR U. 

They thnl tin cannot escape the judgmeni of 
Qod. 

HEREFORE thou art inexcusa¬ 
ble, 0 man, whosoever thou art 
that judgeBt thus; for wherein thou 
judgest anothor, thou condemnoet 
thyself; for thou that judgest doest 
the same things. 

2 But we are sure that the judgment 
of God is aocording to truth against 
them whioh oommit each things. 

3 And Ihinkest thou this, 0 man, 
that judgest them whioh do such 
things, and doeat the same, that thou 
shalt escape the judgment of God ? 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of his 
goodness and forbearanoe and long 
suffering; not knowing that the good¬ 
ness of God le&deth thee lo repent- 
anoe? 

5 But, after thy hardness and im¬ 
penitent heart, treasurest up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of 
wrath and revelation of the righteous 
Judgment of God; 

0 Wbo will ronder to every man ac¬ 
cording to hie deeds; 

7 To them who by patient oontinu- 


anoe in well doing seek for glory and 
honour and immortality, eternal life; 

8 But unto them that are conten¬ 
tious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul nf inan that docth evil ; of 
the Jew first, and also of the Gentile; 

10 But glory, honour, aud peace, 
to overy man that worketh good; to 
the Jew first, and also to the Gentile; 

11 For there is no respect of per¬ 
sons with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned 
without law shall also perish without 
law ; and as many as hare sinned in 
the law shall be judged by the law ; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers of 
the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, whioh 
have not the law, do by nature tho 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, arc a law unto 
themselves ; 

15 Whioh show the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their con 
soience also hearing witness, and their 
thoughts the mean while accusing or 
else eronsing one another ;) 

10 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to the gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art oallod a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy hoast of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and approv- 
eBt the things that are more excellent, 
being instructed out of the law ; 

19 And art confident that thou thy¬

23 Thou that makest thy boast of 
the law, through breaking the law 
dishonoureat thou God? 

24 For the name of God ia blor

you, as it is written. 

25 For circumoision verily profiteth, 
if thou keep the law ; but if thou bo a 
breaker of the law, ihy circumcision 
is mado unoircumcisiou. 

20 Therefore, if the unciroumcision 
keep the righteousness of tho law, 
shall not his unciroumcision be count¬ 
ed for circumcision ? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision 
which iB by nature, if it fulfll tho law, 
jndge thee, who by tho letter and cir¬ 
cumcision dost transgress the law? 

28 For he iB not a Jew, which is one 
outwardly; neither iB that circumci¬ 
sion, which is outward in the flesh; 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one in¬ 
wardly ; and circumcision is that of 
the heart, in the spirit, and not in the 
letter; whose praise is not of men, 
but of God. 

CHAPTER in. 

The. Jnos' advantage—No JUsh is justified by 
the law. 

W IJAT advantago thon hath tho 
Jew over the Gcntilo? or what 
roGt of circumoision, who is not a 
ew from the heart? 

2 But he who is a Jew from tho 
hoart, I say hath much every way ; 
ohiefly because that unto them were 
committed tho oraclos of God. 

3 For what if somo did not beliovo ? 
shall their unbolief make the faith of 
God without effeot ? 

4 God forbid ; yoa, let God be true, 
but every man a liar; as it is written, 
That thou mighteet bo justified in thy 
sayings, and inightoet overcome when 
thou art judged. 

5 But if we remain in our unright¬ 
eousness and commend tho righteous¬ 
ness of God, how dare we say, God is 
unrightoous who takoth vongeanco? 
(T sneak as a man who fears God,) 

0 God forbid; for then how Bhall 
God judge the world? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
aboandod through my lie, (as it is 
called of the Jews,) unto his glory; 
why yet am I also judged us a sinner? 
and not roooived? Because we are 
slanderously reported ; 

8 And sume affirm that we say, 
(whose damnation is just,) Let us do 
evil that good may oome. But this 
Is false. 

9 If not so ; what then are wo better 
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than they ? No, in no wise ; for we 
have proved before, that Jews and 
Gentiles are all under sin. 

10 As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one; 

11 There is none that understandeth, 
there is none that sceketh after God. 

12 Thoy are all gone out of the way, 
they are together become unprofit¬ 
able; there is none that docth good, 
no, not one. 

13 Thcirlhroat is an open sopulchre; 
with their tongues thoy have used 
decoit; tho poison of asps is under 
their lips; 

14 Whose mouth is full of oursing 
and hUterness; 

15 Their feet are swift to shed blood ; 

10 Destruction and misery are in 

their ways; 

17 And tho way of peace have they 
not known; 

18 Thore is no fear of God before 
thoir eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things 
soover the law saith, it saith to them 
who are undor the law; that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before 
God. 

20 For by the law is the knowledge 
of sin ; therefore by the deeds of the 
law Bhall no flesh be justified in his 
sight. 

21 But now tho righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, being 
witnessed by tho law and the prophets; 

22 Even the rightcousuoss of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ anto 
all and upon all thorn that believe; 
for there is no difference; 

23 For all have sinned, and oome 
short of the glory of God ; 

24 Therefore being justified freely 
by his graoe through the redemption 
that is only in Christ Jesus ; 

25 Whom God has set forth to be a 

ropitiation through faith in his 

lood, to doolare his righteousness for 

the remission of Bine that are past, 
through the forhearanoo of God; 

26 To deolaro, I say, at this time his 
righteousness; that he might he just, 
and tho juetifior of him whioh believ- 
oth in Josus. 

27 Where is boasting then ? It li 
excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay ; bat by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we oouolude that « 
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man ia justified by faith alone without 
the deeds of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? 
ie ho not also of the Gentiles? Yes, 
of the Gentiles also ; 

30 Seeing that God will justify the 
circumcision by faith, and uncircnm- 
cision thiough faith. 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid,- yea, we 
establish the law. 

CHAPTER TV. 

Jbraham’s faith—Abraham it the father of 
all that bdieoe—Ths righteousness of faith. 

W HAT shall we eay then that 
Abraham onr father, as per¬ 
taining to the flesh, hath found ? 

2 For if Abraham were justified by 
the law of works, he hath to glory in 
himself; but not of God. 

3 For what saith the Scripture ? 
Abraham bettered God, and it was 
counted onto him for righteousness. 

4 Now to him who is justified by the 
law of works, is the reward reckoned, 
not of grace, but of debt. 

5 But to him that seeketh not to be 
justified by the law of works, but be- 
lieveth on him who justifieth not the 
ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. 

0 Even as David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom 
God impnteth righteousness without 
the law of works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they through 
faith, whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sine are covered. 

8 Blessed is tho man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this hlessedueBS then upon 
the circumcision only, or upon the 
uuciroumcision also? for we say that 
faith was reckoned to Abraham, for 
righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned ? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncir- 
oumcision ? Not in circumcision, but 
in uncircumcision. 

11 And he received the sign of oir- 
oumoision, a seal of the righteousness 
of the faith which he had yet being 
nnoircumcised; that he might be the 
father of all of them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised ; that 
righteousness might be imputed unto 
them also; 

12 And the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the ciroumoision 


only, but who also walk in the step? 
of that faith of our father Abraham, 
which he had beingyet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should be 
the heir of the world, was not to Abra¬ 
ham, or to his seed, through the law, 
but through the righteousness of faith. 

14 For if they which are of the law 
he heirs, faith is made void, and the 
promise made of none effect; 

15 Because the law worketh wrath ; 
for where no law is, there is no trans¬ 
gression. 

16 Therefore ye are justified of 
faith and works, through grace, to 
the end the promise might be sure to 
all the seed; not to them only who 
are of the law, but to them also who 
are of the faith of Abraham; who is 
the father of us all, 

17 (As it is written, I have made 
thee a father of many nations,) be¬ 
fore him whom he believed, even God. 
who quickeneth the dead, and callelh 
those things which be not as though 
they were; 

18 Who against hope helieved in 
hope, that he might become the father 
of many nations, according to that 
which was spoken, So shall thy seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, he 
considered not his own hody now 
dead, when he was about a hundred 
years old, neither yet the deadness of 
Sarah's womb; 

20 He Btaggcred Dot at the promise 
of God through unbelief; but was 
strong in faith, giving glory to God; 

21 And being fully persuaded, that 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed to 
him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, that it was imputed to him ; 

24 But for ue also, to whom it shall 
be imputed, if we believe on him that 
raised np Jesus onr Lord from the dead; 

25 T¥ho was delivered for our 
offences, and was raised again for 
our justification.

12 Lot not Bin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that yo ehonld 
obey it in the lu9tB thereof. 

13 Neither yield yo your members 
as instruments of unrighteousness 
onto Bin; but yield yourselves unto 
God, as those that are alire from the 
dead, and your members as instru¬ 
ments of righteonBneBS onto God. 

14 For in so doing sin shall not 
hare dominion over you; for yo are 
not under the law, hut under grace. 

15 What then ? shall we Bin, heoause 
we aro not under the law, but under 
grace?

16 Enow ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, his 
servants ye are to whom ye oboy; 
whether of sin unto death, or of obe- 
dienoe unto rightoousness ? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye are 
not the servants of Bin, for ye have 
obeyed from the heart that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you.

NOW ye not, brethren, (for I 
speak to them that know the 
law,) how that the law hath dominion 
over a man only as long as ho Iiveth? 

2 For the woman whioh hath a hus¬ 
band is bound by the law to her hus¬ 
band only as long as he Iiveth ; for if 


the husband bo dead, she is loosed 
from the law other husband. 

3 So then if, while her husband liv- 
eth, she be married to another man, 
Bhe shall be called an adulteress; but 
if her husband bo doad, she is free 
from that law; so that she is no adul¬ 
teress, though she be married to an¬ 
other man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, yo also 
are beeomo dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that yo should be 
married to another, even to him who 
is raised from the dead, that w* 
should bring forth frnit unto God. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, the 
motions of sins, which were cot ac 
cording to the law, did work in our 
members to bring forth fruit unio 
death. 

6 But now we are delivered from the 
law wherein we were hold, being dead 
to tho law, that we should serve iu 
newness of spirit, and not in the old¬ 
ness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then ? Is the 
law siu? God forbid. Nay, I ha<l 
not known sin, but by the law ; for i 
had not known lust, except the law 
had said, Thou shalt uot covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence. For with 
out the law sin was dead. 

9 Foronce I wasalive without trans¬ 
gression of the law, hut when the com 
mandmont of Christ camo, sin revived, 
and I died. 

10 And when I believed not tho 
commandment of Christ whioh camo, 
whioh was ordained to life, I found it 
condemned me unto death. 

11 For sin, taking oocasion, denied 
the commandment, and deceived me; 
and by it I was slain. 

12 Nevertheless, I found the law to 
be holy, and the commandment to be 
holy, and just, and good. 

13 Was thou that whioh is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might appear sin by 
that whioh is good working death in 
me; that sin, by the commandment, 
might become exceeding sinful 

11 For we know that the command 
moot is spiritual; hut whou I was 
under the law, I was yet carnal, sold 
under sin. 

16 But now I am spiritual; for that

which I am commanded to do, I do; 
and that whioh I am commanded not 
to allow, I allow not. 

10 For what I know is not right, I 
would not do; for that which is sin, I 
hate. 

17 If then I do not that which I 
would not allow, I consent unto the 
law, that it is good; and I am not 
oondemned. 

18 Now then, it is no more I that do 
sin; but I seek to subdue that sin 
which dwellcth in mo. 

19 For I know that in me, that is, 
in my flesh, dwellcth no good thing; 
for to will is present with mo, but to 
perform that which is good I find not, 
only in Christ. 

20 For the good that I would havo 
done when under tho law, I find not 
to be good ; therefore, I do it not. 

21 Hut the evil which I would not 
do under tho law, I find to bo good; 
that, I do. 

22 Now if I do that, through tho as¬ 
sistance of Christ, I would not do 
under the law, I am not under tho 
law; and it is no moro that I sock to 
do wrong, but to subdue sin that 
dwelleth in mo. 

23 I find then that under the law, 
that when I would do good ovil was 

{ iresont with me; for I delight in the 
aw of God aftor the iuward man. 

24 And now I Bee another law, even 
the commandment of Christ, and it is 
imprinted in my mind. 

25 But my members are warring 
against the law of my mind, and 
bringing mo into captivity to the law 
of sin whioh is in my membors. 

20 And if I subduo not tho sin whioh 
Is in mo, but with tho flesh serve the 
law of sin; 0 wretched man that I 
am 1 who shall doliver me from the 
body of this death 7 
27 I thank God through Jbbus Christ 
our Lord, then, that so with tho mind 
I mysolf servo the law of God. 
CHAPTER VIII. 

They that live in the Spirit, are free from con¬ 
demnation, and art sure of the deliverance 
decreed of God — A U creation to participate 
in the redemption of Christ . 
inEUK is therefore now no con¬ 
demnation to them whioh are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not aftor the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. 

2 For the law of the Spirit of lifo in 


Christ Jesus hath made mo free from 
the law of sin and death. 

3 For whnt tho law could not do, in 
that it was weak through tho flesh, 
God sending bis own Son in Ibo like¬ 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con¬ 
demned sin in the flesh; 

4 That the righteousness of tho law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after tho Spirit. 

5 For they that are after the flesh 
do mind tho things of tho flesh; but 
they that aro after the Spirit, the 
things of the Spirit. 

6 For to be oarnally minded is 
death ; but to be spiritually minded 
is lifo and peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are after the 
flesh oannot ploase God. 

9 But ye are not after tho flesh, but 
after the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you. Now if 
any man have not the Spirit of Christ, 
ho is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, though 
the body shall die because of sin, yet 
the Spirit is life, because of righte¬ 
ousness. 

11 And if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the deAd, dwell 
in you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead 9hall also quioken your mor¬ 
tal bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth 
in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we aro debt 
ors, not to the flesh, to live after the 
flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, unto 
sin, ye shall die; but if ye through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live onto Christ. 

14 For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of 
God. 

15 For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondago again to fear; but 
ye have received the Spirit of adop¬ 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

10 The Spirit itself boareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the chil¬ 
dren of God; 

17 And if ohildren, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we saffer with 
him, that we may be also glorified 
together. 
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18 For I reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy to 
be named with the glory which shall 
be revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of 
the creature waiteth for the manifesta¬ 
tion of the sonB of God. 

20 For the creature was made sub¬ 
ject to tribulation not willingly, bat 
hy reason of him who hath subjected 
it in hope; 

21 Because the oreature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. 

22 For we know that the whole 
oreation groancth and travaileth in 
pain together until now. 

23 And not only they, but ourselves 
also, whioh have the first fruits of the 
Spirit, even we ourBclves groan within 
ourselveB, waiting for the adoption, 
to wit, the redemption of our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope; but 
hope that is seen is not hope; for 
what a man seeth, why doth he yet 
hopo for? 

25 But if we hope for that we see 
not, then with patienoe we do wait 
for it. 

26 Likewise the Spirit atso helpeth 
our infirmities; for we know not 
what we should pray for as we ought; 
hut the Spirit itself maketh interces¬ 
sion for ns with groanirigs which can¬ 
not be uttered. 

27 And he that aearchcth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh interces¬ 
sion for the saints according to the 
will of God. 

28 And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpose. 

29 For whom he aid foreknow, he 
also did predestinate to bo conformed 
to his own image, that he might he 
the firstborn among many brethren. 

30 Moreover, him whom he did pre¬ 
destinate, him ho also called; and 
him whom he oalled, him ho also 
sanotified ; and him whom he sancti¬ 
fied, him he also glorified. 

31 What shall we then say to these 
things ? If God be for us, who oan 
prevail against us ? 

32 He that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered nim up for us all, how 


shall he not with him also freely give 
give us all things ? 

33 Who shall lay anyLhing to the 
charge of God’s elect? It is God 
that justifieth. 

34. Who is he that condemneth F 
It is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even at 
the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from (be 
love of Chriet ? shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword? 

36 As it is written, For thy sake we 
are killed all the daylong; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaughter 

37 Nay, in all tnese things we art 
more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. 

33 For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin¬ 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things pre. 
Bent, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to sepa 
rate ns from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

CHAPTER IX. 

I’h.uTi sorrow for the Jews — Hensons there¬ 
for — The coiling of the Qenldes. 

SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience also bearing mi- 
witness in the Holy Ghost, 

2 That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart, 

3 (For once I could have wished 
that myself were accursed from 
Christ,) for my brethren, my kins¬ 
men according to the flesh ; 

4 Who are Israelites; of whom are 
the adoption, and the glory, and the 
covenants, and the giving of the law, 
and the service of God, 

5 And the promises whioh are made 
unto the fathers; and of whom, ai 
concerning the flesh, Christ was, who 
is God over all, blessed for ever. 
Amen. 

6 Not as though the word of Goa 
hath taken none effect. For they are 
not all Israel, which are of Israel. 

7 Neither, because they are all 
children of Abraham, are they the 
seed; but, In Isaao shall thy seed be 
callod. 

8 That is, They which are the chil¬ 
dren of the flesh, these Are not the 
children of God; bul the ohildren of 
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the promise n,rc counted for the Beed. 

9 For this is the word of promiso, 
At thiH lime will I como, and Sarah 
■hall have a eon. 

10 And not only Sarah; but when 
Rebcooa also had oonooived by one, 
our father Isaac, 

11 (For the children heing not yet 
born, neither having done any good 
>r evil, that the purpose of God ac¬ 
cording to election might stand, not 
of works, but of him that calleth ;) 

12 Tt was said unto her, The elder 
Bhall serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Jacob have I 
loved, but Esau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then ? Is 
there unrighteousness with God? 
God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Moses, I will 
have mercy on whom I will have 
mercy, and I will have compassion 
on whom I will havo compassion. 

16 So then it is not of him that 
willeth, nor of him that runneth, but 
of God that showeth mercy. 

17 For the Bcripturc saith unto 
Pharaoh, Even for this same pur¬ 
pose havo I raised thco up, that I 
might show my power in thee, and 
that my name might bo declared 
throughout all the earth. 

18 Thoroforo hath be morcy on 
whom he will havo have morcy, and 
whom he will ho hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto mo, 
Why doth he yet find fault? For 
who hath resisted hiB will? 

20 Nay but, 0 man, who art thou 
that repliost against God ? Shall the 
thing formed say to him that formed 
it, Why hast thou made me thus ? 

21 Hath not the potter power over 
the olay, of the samo lump to make 
one vessel unto honour, and another 
anto dishonour ? 

22 Wbat if God, willing to show 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long- 
suffering the vessels of wrath fitted 
to destruction; 

23 And that he might make known 
tbo riches of his glory on the vcssols 
of mercy, whioh he had before pre¬ 
pared unto glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jows only, but also of the 
Gentilos ? 

25 As he saith also in Hosca, I will 


call them my people, which wan 
not my people; and her belovew, 
whioh was not beloved. 

26 And it shall oome to pass, that 
in the place where it was said unto 
them, Yo ere not my people; there 
shall they be called the children of 
the living God. 

27 Esaias also crioth concerning 
Israel, Though the number of the 
ohildren of Israel be as the sand of 
the sea, a remnant shall he saved; 

28 For he will finish tho work, and 
cut it short in righteousness; he- 
cuuEe a short work will the Lord 
make upon the earth. 

29 And as Esaias said before, Ex¬ 
cept the Lord of Sabaolh had left us 
a seed, we had been as Sodoma, and 
beon made like onto Gomorrah. 

30 What shall we say then ? That 
the Gentiles, which followed not 
after righteousness, have attained to 
righteousness, even the righteousness 
which is of faith. 

31 But Israel, which followed after 
tho law of righteousness, hath not 
attained to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore thoy stumbled at that 
stumbling-stone, not by faith, but as 
it were by the works of the law; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I lay 
in Sion a Btumbling-stone and rook 
of offence; and whosoever believeth 
on him shall not be ashamed. 

CHAPTER X. 

Tht righleoumtst of the tau>, and of faiiX 
contrasted. 

B RETHREN, my hearts desire 
and prayer to God for Israel is, 
that they might be saved. 

2 For I bear them record that they 
havo a zeal of God, but not aooord- 
ing to knowledge. 

3 For they, being ignorant of God's 
rightoousness, and going about to 
establish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. 

6 For Mobbs desoribeth the right¬ 
eousness whioh is of the law, That 
tho man whioh doeth those things 
shall livo by thorn. 

6 But the righteousness whioh is of 
faith speaketh on this wise, Bay not 
in thine heart, Who shall asoend into 
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heaven ? (that is, to bring Christ 
down from above;) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the 
deep 7 (that is, to bring up Christ 
again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in 
thy heart; that is, the word of faith, 
whioh we preach; 

9 That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth tho Lord Josus, and shall 
heliove in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou Bhalt 
be saved. 

10 For with the heart man believ- 
eth unto righteousness ; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto sal¬ 
vation. 

11 For the scripture saith, Whoso¬ 
ever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference be¬ 
tween the Jew and the Greek; for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon 
the namo of tho Lord shall be saved. 

14 llow then shall they oall on him 
in whom they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? 

16 And how shall they proach, 
except they be sent ? as it is written, 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
hring glad tidings of good things ! 

15 Bo thon faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by tho word of Qod. 

17 But I say, Have they not heard? 
Yes vorily, their sound went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the 
ends of the world. 

18 But they have not all obeyed 
the gospel. For Esaias saith, Lord, 
who hath holievod our report? 

19 But I say, Did not Israel know? 
Now Mosos saith, I will provoke you 
to jealousy by them that are no poo- 
ple, and by a foolish nation I will 
anger you. 

20 But Esaias is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
sought mo not; I was made manifest 
unto them that asked not after me. 

21 But to Israel ho saith, All day 
long I havo stretchod forth my hands 
unto a disobedient and gainsaying 
people. 


CHAPTER XI. 

God hath not catl off all Ixra'l — Promise of 
their salvation. 

SAY then, Hath God cast away 
his people? God forhid. For 1 
also am an Israelite, of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe of BenjamiD. 

2 God hath not cast away his peo 
pie which ho foreknew. Know ye 
not what the scripturo saith of Elias f 
how he maketh complaint to God 
against Israel, saying, 

3 Lord, they have killed thy pro 
phots, and digged down thine altars; 
and I am left alone, and they seek 
my life. 

4 But what saith the answer of God 
unto him? I have reserved to my¬ 
self seven thousand men, who have 
not howed tho knee to the image of 
Baal. 

6 Even so then at this present time 
also there is a remnant according to 
the election of grace. 

d And if hy grace, then is it no 
more of works; otherwise grace if 
no more grace. But if it bo of works, 
then is it no more grace; otherwise 
work is no more work. 

7 What theD ? Israel hath not ob 
tained that which they seek for; but 
the election hnth obtained it, and the 
rest were blinded. 

8 (According as it is written, God 
hath given them the spirit of slum¬ 
ber, eyes that they shonld not see, 
and ears that they should not hear;) 
onto this day. 

9 And David saith, Let their table 
bo made a snaro, and a trap, and n 
atumbling-blook, and a recompense 
unto them ; 

10 Lot their eyes be darkened, that 
they may not see, and bow down their 
back alway. 

11 I say then, have they stumbled 
that they should fall? God forbid; 
but rather through tueir fall salva¬ 
tion is como unto the Gentiles, for 
to provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fall of them is the 
riohos of the world, and the diminish¬ 
ing of them tho riohes of the Gen¬ 
tiles; how much more their fulness? 

13 For I speak to you Gentiles, in¬ 
asmuch as I am the apostle of the 
Gentiles, I magnify mine office ; 

14 If by aoy means I may provoke 
to emulation them whioh ar« my 
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flesh, and might save some of them. 

15 For if the casting away of them 
is the reconciling of the world, what 
■hall the restoring of them be, but 
lifo from the dead ? 

10 For if tho first fruit is holy, the 
lump is also holy; and if the root is 
holy, so are the branohes. 

17 And if eome of the branohes be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild 
olive tree, wast graffed in among 
them, and with them partakost of 
the root and fatness of the olive 
tree; 

18 Boast not against the branohes, 
for thou bearest not the root, but the 
root thoe. 

19 For if thou boast, thou wilt say. 
The branobes were broken off, that 
we might be graffed in. 

20 Well; because of unbeliof they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not high-minded, but 
foar; 

21 For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lost he also spare 
not thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodness 
and severity of God; on them which 
fell, severity; but toward thoo, good¬ 
ness, if thou oontinue in his good¬ 
ness; otherwise thou also Bhalt be out 
off. 

23 And they also, if they abide not 
still in unbelief, shall be graffed in ; 
for God ia able to graff them in 
again. 

24 For if thou wast cut out of the 
olive tree whioh is wild by nature, 
and wast graffed contrary to nature 
into a good olive tree; how muoh 
more shall these, which bo the natu¬ 
ral branohes, be graffed into their 
own olive tree ? 

25 For I would not, brethren, that 
yo should be ignorant of this mys¬ 
tery, lest yo should be wise in your 
own oonooits, that blindness in part 
ie hipponed to Israel, until the ful- 
qobs of the Gentiles be oome in. 

20 And then all Israel shall be 
saved; as it la written, There shall 
oome out of Sion the Deliverer, and 
shall turn away ungodliness from 
Jacob; 

27 For this Is my oovenant unto 
them, when I shall take away their 
sins. 

28 As oonoerning Lho gospel, they 


are enemies for your sakes; but m 
touohiug the eleotion, they are be¬ 
loved for the fathers’ Bakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past have 
not believed God, yet havo now ob¬ 
tained meroy through their unbelief; 

31 Even so havo these also now not 
bolioved, that through your mercy 
they also may obtain morcy. 

32 For God hath concluded them 
all in unbolief, that he might have 
meroy upon all. 

33 0 the depth of the riohos both 
of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God ! bow unsearchable are his judg¬ 
ments, and his ways past finding 
out! 

34 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord? or who hath been his 
oounsellor ? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, 
and it shall be recompensed unto him 
again ? 

30 For of him, and through him, 
and to him, are all things; to whom 
be glory for ever. Amen. 

CHAPTER XII. 

God's mercies move us to serve him—Unity 
of the church—Christian duties mjuirv<L 
BESEECH you therefore, brothren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye 
resent your bodies a living saorifioe, 
oly, acceptable nnto God, whioh is 
your reasonable service. 

2 And be not conformed to this 
world ; but bo ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind, that yo may 

rove what that good, and aocopta- 
le, and perfect will of God is. 

3 For I say, through the grace given 
unto me, to every man that is among 
yon, Dot to think of himself more 
highly than he ought to think; but 
to think soberly, aooording as God 
hath dealt to every man the measure 
of faith. 

4 For as we have many members in 
one body, and all members have not 
the same office; 

6 So we, being many, are one body 
in ChriBt, and every one members one 
of another. 

0 Having then gifts differing aooord¬ 
ing to the grace that is givon to us, 
whether prophecy, lot us prophesy 
aooording to tho proportion of faith; 

7 Or ministry, let us wait on oui 
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ministering; or he that teacheth, on 
Leaohing ; 

8 Or he that exhorteth, on exhorta¬ 
tion ; he that giveth, let him do it 
with simplicity ; he that ruleth, with 
diligence; he that showeth mercy, 
with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimulation. 
Abhor that which is evil and cleave 
to that whioh is good. 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to 
another with brotherly love; in honour I 
preferring one another; 

11 Not slothful in business; fervent 
in spirit; serving the Lord; 

12 Rejoioing in hope; patient in 
tribulation; continuing instant in 
prayer; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of 
saint*; given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them which perBeoute you; 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Bo of the same mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, but 
condescend to men of low estate. Be 
not wise in your own conceitB. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for 
evil. Provide things honest in the 
sight of all men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as lielh 
in you, live peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge notyour- 
jelves, but rather give place unto 
wrath; for it is written, Vengeance is 
mine; I will repay, eaith the Lord. 

20 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him ; if he thirst, give him drink; 
for in so doing thon ehalt heap coals 
of fire on his head. 

21 Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 

CHAPTER XnL 

Subjection to ruler s — Lot* w the fulfilling of 
the law—Oluttony and drunkenness re¬ 
proved. 

L ET every soul he subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no 
powor in the church but of God ; the 
powers that be are ordained of 
God. 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of God; 
and they that resist shall receive to 
themsolves punishment. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou 
then not be afraid of the power ? do 


that whioh is good, and thon shall 
have praise of the same ; 

4 For he is the minister of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil be afraid ; for he bearelb 
not the rod in vain ; for he is the min 
ister of God, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil. 

5 Wherefore ye must needs be sab 
ject, not only for wrath, but also for 
conscience’ sake. 

6 For, for this cause pay ye your 
consecrations also unto them; for 
they are God’s ministers, attending 
continually opon this very thing. 

7 But first, render to all their dues 
according to custom, tributo to whom 
tribute, custom to whom custom, that 
your consecrations may be done in 
fear of him to whom fear belongs, and 
in honour of him to whom honour be¬ 
longs. 

8 Therefore owe no man anything, 
but to love one another; for he that 
loyeth another hath fulfilled the 
law. 

9 For this, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery, Thou shalt not kill. Thou 
shalt not steal, Thon shalt not bear 
false witness, Thon shalt not covet • 
and if there be any other command 
ment, it is briefly comprehended in 
this saying, namely, Thou ehalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. 

10 Love worketh no ill to his neigh¬ 
bour ; therefore love is the fulfilling of 
the law. 

11 And that, knowing the time, th b t 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep; for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed. 

12 The night is far spent, the day 
is at hand ; lot us therefore cast off 
the works of darkness, and let us pul 
on the armour of light. 

13 Let us walk honestly, as in the 
doy ; not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chamhering and wantonnees, 
not in strife and envying: 

14 But put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and make not provision for 
the flesh, to gratify the lusts thereof. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Self-righteousneu forbidden—Charily en¬ 
joined. 

H IM that is weak in the faith re 
oeive ye, but not to doubtful dis 
potations. 

2 For one believeth that he may oat 
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all things; another, who is weak, eat- 
eth herbs. 

3 Let noL him that eateth despise 
him that eateth not; and let not mm 
which eateth not judge him that eat¬ 
eth ; for God hath received him. 

4 Who art thou that judgest another 
man’s servant? to his own master he 
atandeth or falleth; yea, he shall be 
holden up; for God is able to make 
him Btana. 

5 One man esteemeth one day above 
another; another eBteemeth every day 
alike. Lot every man be fully per¬ 
suaded in his own mind. 

6 lie that regardoth the day, re¬ 
garded it unto the Lord ; and he that 
regarded not the day, to tho Lord he 
doth not regard it. He that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks ; and he that eateth not, to 
the Lord ho eateth not, and giveth 
God thanks. 

7 For none of us liveth to himBclf, 
and no man dicth to himself. 

8 For whether we live, wo live unto 
the Lord ; and whethor we die, we 
die unto the Lord; whether we live 
therefore, or die, we are tho Lord's. 

9 For to this end Christ both died, 
and rofle, and revived, that he might 
be Lord both of the dead and 
living. 

10 But why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or why dost thou set at 
naught thy brother? for we shall all 
stand before tho judgment-eoat of 
Christ. 

11 For, I live saith tho Lord, as it is 
written. And every knee shall bow 
to me, and every tongue shall swear 
t# God. 

12 So then every one of us shall give 
aooount of himself to God. 

13 Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more; but judge this 
rather, that no man put a stumbling- 
block or an ocoaaion to fall in his 
brother’s way. 

14 I know, and am persuaded by 
the Lord Jesus, that there is nothing 
andean of itself; but to him that 
esteemeth any thing to be unclean, to 
him it ie unoloan. 

16 But if (by brother be grieved with 
thy meat, thou walkest not charitably 
if thou eatest. Thereforo destroy not 
him with thy meat, for whom Christ 
died. 


16 Let not then your good be evil 
spoken of; 

17 For the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink; hut righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Iloly Ghost. 

18 For he that in these things scrv- 
eth Christ is acceptable to God, and 
approved of men. 

19 Let us therefore follow after the 
things which make for peaoe, and 
things wherewith one may edify an¬ 
other. 

20 For meat destroy not the work 
of God. AH things indeed are pure; 
but it is evil for that man who eateth 
with offence. 

21 It is good neither to eat flesh, 
nor to drink wine, nor anything 
whereby thy brother stnmbleth, or is 
offended, or is made weak. 

22 Hast thou faith ? have it to thy¬ 
self before God. Happy is he that 
oondomneth not himself in that thing 
which he alloweth. 

23 And he that doubteth is con¬ 
demned if ho eat, because it is not of 
faith; for whatsoever is not of faith 
is sin. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The itrong must bear with the weak—Christ 
our example, 

E then that are strong ought to 
bear the infirmities of tho weak, 
and not to please ourselves. 

2 Lot every one of us please his 
neighbour for his good to edification. 

3 For even Christ pleased not him¬ 
self; but, as it is written, The re¬ 
proaches of them that reproached thee 
fell on me. 

4 For whatsoever things were writ¬ 
ten aforetime were written for our 
learning, that we through patience 
and comfort of the scriptures might 
have hope. 

5 Now the God of patience and con¬ 
solation grant yon to be like-minded 
one toward another according as 
Christ Jesus was; 

6 That ye may with one mind and 
one month glorify God, even the Fa¬ 
ther of our Lord Josus Christ. 

7 Wherefore receive ye one another, 
as Christ also received us, to the glory 
of God. 

8 Now I say that Jesus Christ waa 
a minister of the circumoiBion for the 
truth of God, to confirm the promises 
made nnto the fathers ; 
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9 And that the Gentiles might glo¬ 
rify God for his mercy; as it is writ¬ 
ten, For this cause I will confess to 
thee among the GentileB, and sing 
unLo thy name. 

10 And again ho saith. Rejoice, ye 
Gentiles, with his people. 

11 And again, Praise the Lord, all ye 
Gentilee; and laud him, all ye people. 

12 And again, EBaias saith. There 
shall be a root of Jesse, and he that 
shall rise to reign over the Gentiles; 
In him shall the Gentiles trust. 

13 Now the God of hope fill you 
with all joy and peace in believing, 
that ye may abound in hope, through 
the power of the Holy Ghost. 

14 And I myself also am persuaded 
of you, my brethren, that ye also are 
full of goodness, filled with all know¬ 
ledge, able also to admonish one an¬ 
other. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I have 
written the more boldly unto you in 
Borne sort, as putting you in mind, 
because of the grace that is given to 
me of God, 

10 That I should be the minister of 
Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, minis¬ 
tering the gospel of God, that the 
offering up of tne Gentiles might be 
acceptable, being sanctified by the 
Holy Ghost. 

17 I have therefore whereof I may 
glory through Jesus Christ in those 
things which pertain to God. 

18 For I will not dare to speak of 
any of those things which Christ hath 
not wrought by mo, to make the Gen¬ 
tiles obedient, by word and deed, 

19 Through mighty signB and won¬ 
ders, by the power of the Spirit of 
God; so that from Jerusalem, and 
round about unto Illyricuru, I havo 
fully preached the gospel of Christ. 

20 lea, so have I strived to preach 
the gospel, not where Christ was 
named, lest I should build upon an¬ 
other man’s foundation ; 

21 But as it is written, To whom ho 
was not spoken of, they shall see; and 
they that have not heard shall under¬ 
stand. 

22 For which cause also I have been 
much hindered from coming to you. 

23 But now having no more place 
In those parte, and having a great 
desire these many years to come unto 
you; 


24 Whensoever I take myjournej 
into Spain, I will come to you; for 1 
trnBt to aee you in my journey, and 
to be brought on my way through by 
you, if first I be somewhat filled with 
your prayers. 

25 But now I go onto Jerusalem to 
minister onto the saints. 

20 For it hath pleased them of Ma¬ 
cedonia and Achaia to make a certain 
contribution for the poor saints which 
are at Jerusalem. 

27 It hath pleased them verily; and 
their debtors they arc. For il the 
Gentiles have been made partaken 
of their spiritual things, their duty ii 
also to minister unto them in carnal 
things. 

28 When therefore I have per¬ 
formed this, and have sealed to them 
this fruit, I will come by yon into 
Spain. 

20 And I am sure that, when I 
come unto yon, I shall come in the 
fulness of the blessing of the gospel 
of Christ. 

30 Now I beseech you, brethren, for 
tho Lord Jesus Christ's sake, and for 
the love of the Spirit, that ye strive 
together with me in your prayers to 
God for me; 

31 That I may be delivered from 
them that do not believe in Judea; 
and that my service which I havo 
for Jerusalem may be accepted of tho 
saints; 

32 That I may come unto you with 
joy by the will of God, and may with 
you be refreshed. 

33 Now the God of peace be wilb 
you all. Amen. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Paul advueth them to take heed of thou which 
cause dissension, and avoid them. 
COMMEND unto you Phoebe our 
gistor, which is a servant of tho 
oburch which is at Cenohrea; 

2 That ye receive her in the Lord, 
as becometh saints, and that ye as¬ 
sist her in whatsoever business sbe 
hath need of you ; for she hath been 
a sucoonrer of many, and of myself 
also. 

3 Greet Priscilla and Aquila, my 
helpers in Christ Jesus; 

4 Who have for my life laid down 
thoir own necks; unto whom not only 
I give thanks, but also all the churches 
of the Gentiles. 
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6 Likewise greet the church that is 
in their house. Salute my well-be¬ 
loved EponoLus, who is the first fruits 
of Aohaia unto Christ. 

6 Greet Mary, who bestowed much 
labour on us. 

7 Salute AndroniouB and Junia, my 
kinsmon, and my fellow-prisoners, 
who are of note among tho apostles, 
who also were in Christ before me. 

8 Greet Amplias, my beloved in tho 
Lord. 

9 Salute Urbano, our helper in 
Christ, and Staobys my heloved. 

10 Salute ApoIIes approved in 
ChriBt. Salute them which aro of 
Aristobulus’ church. 

11 Salute Horodion my kinsman. 
Greet thorn that be of tho church of 
NarcissuB, which are in tho Lord. 

12 Salute Tryphona and Tryphoea, 
who labour in (ho Lord. Salute the 
beloved Persia, which laboured much 
in the Lord. 

13 Salute Rufus ohosen in the Lord, 
and hiB mother and mino. 

14 Salute Asyncritua, Phlcgon, Ilcr- 
mas, Patrobaa, Ilormea, and tho bre¬ 
thren whioh are with them. 

15 Salute Philologus, and Julia, 
Neroua, and his eiator, and Olympaa, 
and all the eaints which aro with 
them. 

18 Salute one another with a holy 
salutation. The churches of Christ 
salute you. 

17 Now I besocoh you, brethren, 
mark thorn which canse divisions 
and offences contrary to the doctrine 
whioh yo have learned; and avoid 
them. 
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18 For they that are such serve not 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but thoir own 
belly; and by good words and fair 
spccchos deceive the hearts of the 
simple. 

19 For your obedience Is oome 
abroad unto all men. I am glad 
therefore on your behalf; but yet I 
would have you wise unto that which 
is good, and simple oonoorning evil. 

20 And the God of peaoe shall 
bruise Satan under your feet shortly. 
The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
bo with you. Amen. 

21 Timotheue my workfellow, and 
Lucius, and Jason, and Soeipator, my 
kinsmen, salute you. 

22 1 Tertius, who wrote this epistle, 
saluto you in the Lord. 

23 Gaius mine host, and of the 
whole church, saluteth you. Erastus 
the chamberlain of the city saluteth 
you, and Quartus a brother. 

24 Tho grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ bo with you all. Araefl. 

25 Now to him that is of power to 
stablish you aooording to the gospel, 
and the preaching of Jcaus Christ, 
according to tho revelation of the 
mystery, which was kept soorct since 
the world began, 

28 But now is mAdo manifest, and 
by the scriptures of the prophots, ac¬ 
cording to the commandmont of the 
everlasting God, mado known to all 
nations for the obedience of faith; 

27 To God only wise, be glory 
through Jesus Christ for ever. Amen.

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Asm! tahorteth to unity — The low estate qf 
those, who are called. 

AUL, an apostle, oallod of Jesus 
Christ through the will of God; 
and Sosthenes our brother, 

2 Unto the ohurah of God whioh is 
at Corinth, to thorn that are sanotified 
(n Christ Jesus, called to be saints, 


with all that in everyplace call upon 
tho name of Jesus Christ onr Lord, 
both theirs and ours; 

3 Graoe be nnto yon, and peaoe, 
from God onr Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

4 I thank my God always on yonr 
behalf, for the grace of God of which 
is given you of Jesus Christ; 

5 That In every thing ye are en- 
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riohed by him, in all utterance, and I nese of preaching to save lhem that 


In all knowledge; 

0 Even as the testimony of Christ 
was confirmed in yon ; 

7 So that ye come behind in no 
gift; waiting for the ooming of oar 
Lord Jesus Christ; 

3 Who shall also confirm you unto 
the end, that ye may be blameless in 
the day of our Lord Jesns Christ. 

0 God is faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto tho fellowship of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, in 
tho name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among you; 
but that yo be perfectly joined toge¬ 
ther in the same mind and in the 
same judgment. 

11 For it hath been declared unto 
me of you, my brethren, by them 
which are of tho house of Chloe, that 
there are contentions among you. 

12 Now this I say, that many of 
you saith, I am of Paul; and I of 
Apollos; and I of Cephas; and I of 
Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided? was Paul 
crucified for you ? or were ye baptiz¬ 
ed in the name of Paul? 

14 I thank God that I baptized 
none of you, hut Crispus and 
Gains; 

15 Lest any should say that I had 
baptized in mine own name. 

16 And I baptized also the house¬ 
hold of Stephanas; besides, I know 
not whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to bap¬ 
tize, but to preach the gospel; not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross 
of Christ should be made of none 
effect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish, foolishness ; 
but unto us which are saved, it is the 
power of God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy 
the wisdom of the wise, and will 
bring to nothing the understanding 
of the prudent. 

20 Where is the wise? where is the 
soribe? whore is tbe disputer of this 
world? hath not God niado foolish 
tho wisdom of this world ? 

21 For after that in the wisdom of 
God I lie world by wisdom knew not 
God, il pleased Qod by the foolish- 


believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, and 
the Greeks seek after wisdom; 

23 But we preach Christ cruoified, 
unto the Jews a stumbling-hlock, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness ; 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 
God. 

25 Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men ; and the weakness 
of God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your calling, bre- 
thren, how that not many wise men 
after the flesh, not many mighty, not 
many noble, are chosen; 

27 For God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wiso; and God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
things which are mighty ; 

28 And baso things of tho world, 
and things which are despised, hnth 
God chosen, yea, and things which 
are not, to bring to naught things 
that are mighty ; 

29 That no fleBh should glory in his 
presence. 

30 But of him are ye in Chriet 

I Jesus, who of God is made unto us 
wisdom, and righteonsnesB, and sanc¬ 
tification, and redemption; 

31 That, according as it is written, 
He that glorieth, let him glory in the 
Lord. 

CTIAPTER II. 

He declareth that his preaching amxistdh is 
the power of God. — The. spiritual man r+ 
eriveth the things of God. 

ND I, brethren, when I came to 
you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring unto 
you the testimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know 
anything among you, Bave Jesui 
Christ, and him orncified. 

3 And I was with you in weak¬ 
ness, and in fear, and in mnoh trem¬ 
bling. 

4 And my Bpeech and my prcaob- 
ing wa9 not with enticing words of 
man's wisdom, but in demonstration 
of tho Spirit and of power; 

5 That your faith should not stand 
in the wisdom of men, bnt in the 
power of Qod. 

6 liowbeit we speak wisdom amonf 
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thorn that are perfect; yet not the 
wisdom of this world, nor of the 
prinoes of this world, that oome to 
naught; 

7 But we speak tho wisdom of God 
In a mystery, even the hidden wis¬ 
dom, which God ordained before the 
world unto our glory; 

8 Which none of the prinoes of this 
world know; for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the 
Lord of glory. 

9 But as it is written, Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither have en¬ 
tered inLo the heart of man, the things 
whioh God hath prepared for them 
that love him. 

10 But God hath rovealed them 
unto us by bis Spirit; for the Spirit 
senrohoth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. 

11 For what mau knowoth tho things 
of a man, savo the spirit of man which 
is in him ? even so tho things of God 
knowoth no man, oxcept he has the 
Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not tho 
spirit of the world, but tho Spirit 
whioh is of God; that wo might know 
tho things that are freely givon to us 
of God. 

13 Whioh things also we speak, not 
in the words which man's wisdom 
teaohoth, but whioh the Holy Ghost 
teaoheth; oomparing spiritual things 
with spiritual. 

14 But tho natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God; 
for they are foolishness unto him; 
neither can he know thorn, because 
thoy aro spiritually discerned. 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth 
all things, yot ho himsolf is judged of 
no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he may instruot him? 
But wo have tho mind of Christ. 

OIIAPTKR III. 

8tr\fc and dixritum reproved — Minis ter t art 

Ood'i frlUnv-Labourrrt — Christ tht only 

foundation—The temple* of Ood. 

ND I, brethren, oould not speak 
unto you as unto spiritual, but 
as unto carnal, even as unto babes in 
Christ 

2 I have fed you with milk, and 
not with meat; for hithorto ye wore 
uot able to roooive it, neither yot now 
are ye able. 


3 For ye are yot carnal; for whereas 
there is among you envying, and 
strife, and divisions, are ye not oar- 
nal, and walk as men ? 

4 For while one saith,I am of Paul; 
and another, I am of Apollos; are ye 
not oarnal ? 

5 Who then is Paul, and who is 
Apollos, but ministers by whom yo 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man ? 

6 I havo planted, Apollos watered; 
but God gave tho increase. 

7 So then neither is he that plant- 
eth anything, neither he that wator- 
eth ; but God that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watcrcth are one; and every man 
shall receive his own reward accord¬ 
ing to his own labour. 

9 For wo are labourers together with 
God; ye are God's husbandry, ye are 
God's building. 

10 According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a wise 
mastor-builder, I have laid the foun¬ 
dation, and another buildoth thereon. 
But let every man take heed how he 
buildoth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no mao 
lay than that is laid, whioh is Jesus 
Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon 
this foundation gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble ; 

13 Every man's work Bhall be made 
manifest; for tho day shall declare it, 
bcoause it Bhall bo revoaled by fire; 
and the fire shall try every man's 
work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man's work abide whioh 
he hath built thereupon, he shall re- 
oeivo a rowurd. 

15 If any man's work shall be 
burnod, he shall suffer loss; but he 
himsolf may be saved; yet so as by 
fire. 

10 Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you? 

17 If any man defilo the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for the 
tomplo of God is holy, whioh temple 
yo are. 

18 Let no man deceive himsolf. If 
any man among you seemoth to be 
wiso in this world, let him beoome a 
fool, that he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this world is

foolishness with God; for it is writ¬ 
ten, Ho taketh the wise in their own 
araftinoss. 

20 And again, The Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they 
are vain. 

21 Thoroforo lot no man glory in 
men; for all thiDgs are yours; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, or the world, or life, or death, 
or things present, or things to come; 
all are yours; 

23 And ye are Christ's; and Christ 
is God's. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Jb what manner ministeri ought to be ao- 
ctnmlfd of—The saints , though reproached, 
should be examples to the world. 

I ET a man so account of us, as of 
A tho ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required of stew¬ 
ards, that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should be judged of you, 
or of man’s judgment ; yea, I judge 
uot miuo own self. 

4 For though I know nothing 
against myself; yet I am not heroby 
justified ; but he who judgeth me is 
the Lori. 

5 Then fore I judge nothing before 
the time, until tho Lord come, who 
both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the oounsels of the hearts; 
and then shall every man have praise 
of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I have 
in a figure transferred to myself and 
to Apollos for your sakes; that ye 
might learn in us not to think of men 
above that which is writton, that no 
oneof yon be puffed up for one against 
another. 

7 For who m&keth thee to differ 
from anothor? and what h&st thou 
that thou didst not receive? now if 
thou didst reoeivo it, why dost thou 
glory, as if thou hadst not receivod it? 

8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, 
ye have reigned as kings without us; 
and I would to God yc did reign, that 
we also might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath set 
forth us tho apostles last, as it wore 
appointed to death ; for we are made 
a speotaole unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 


10 Wo are fools for Christ’s eak«, 
but ye are wise in Christ; we are 
weak, bat ye are strong; ye are ho¬ 
nourable, bnt we are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and hare no 
oertain dwelling-place; 

12 And labour, working with out 
own hands; heing reviled, wc bless; 
heing persecuted, wc suffer it; 

13 Being defamed, we entreat; wo 
are made as the filth of the world, 
and are the offscouring of all .hingi 
unto this day. 

14 I write uot these things to jhame 
you, but as my beloved eons I warn 
you. 

15 For though ye have ten thou¬ 
sand instructors in Christ, yet have 
ye not many fathers; for in Christ 
Jesus I have begotten you through 
the gospel. 

10 Wherefore I besoech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved 
eon, and faithful in the Lord, who 
shall bring you into remembrance of 
my ways which be in Christ, as I 
teach everywhere in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, 
if the Lord will, and will know, not 
the speech of them whioh are puffed 
up, hut the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not 
in word, hot in power. 

21 What will ye ? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and in 
the spirit of meekness? 

CHAPTER V. 

7V adulterer to be cast out—faints 
shun bad company. 

T is reported oommonly that there 
is fornication among you, and 
such fornication as is not so muoh as 
named Among tho Gentiles, that one 
should have bis fathor's wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that he that hath 
done this deed might be taken away 
from among you. 

3 For verily, as absent in body but 
present iD spirit, I have judged 
already him who hath so done this 
deed, as though I were present, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jesut 
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Christ, when ye are gathered toge¬ 
ther, aud have the Spirit, with the 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To dolivor such a ono nnto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that 
the spirit may be e&vod in the day of 
the Lord JeBua. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know 
ye not that a little leaven leavencth 
the whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old lea¬ 
ven, that yo may be a now lump, as 
ye are unleavened. For even CnriBt 
our passovor is sacrificed for ns; 

8 Thcrofore let us keep the feast, 
not with old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness; 
but with the unleavened brend of 
linoority and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistlo not 
to ooinpany with fornicators ; 

10 Yet not altogether with the for¬ 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetouB, or oxtortionors, or with 
idolaters; for then must ye needs 
go out of the world. 

11 But now I hovo written unto you 
not to keep oompony, if any man that 
is called a brother bo a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a railor, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner; 
with euch a one no not to oat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not 
they judgo them that aro within ? 

13 But them that are without, God 
judgclh. Therefore put away from 
among yourselvos that wicked person. 

CHAPTKR VI. 

Saint t should not goto law — The unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God—Our 
bodies are the members of Christ, and tem¬ 
ples of the Holy Ghost—They must not be 
defiled. 

ARE any of you, having a mat¬ 
ter against another, go to law 
before the unjust, and not before tho 
taints ? 

2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if tho 
world shall be judged by you, are ye 
unworthy to judgo tho smallest mat¬ 
ters ? 

3 Know yo not that we shall judge 
angels? how muoh more things that 
portain to this life ? 

4 If then yo have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, sot 
them to judge who are least ostcomod 
In the ohuroh. 


5 I speak to your shame. Ib it so, 
that there ib not a wise man among 
you ? no, not one that shall bo able 
to judgo between his brethren ? 

6 But brother gooth to law with 
brother, aDd that before the unbe¬ 
lievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault amoug you, becauso ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 
not rather take wrong? Why do ye 
not rather suffer yourselves to be de¬ 
frauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that tho unrighteous 
shall not inherit tho kingdom of God? 
Be not deceived; neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effe¬ 
minate, nor abusers of themselves 
with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor oovetoua, nor 
drunkards, nor revilors, nor extor¬ 
tioners, shall inherit the kingdom of 
Ood. 

11 And Buch were some of you; but 
yo are washed, but yo aro ganelified, 
but ye are justified in the narno of 
the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of 
our God. 

12 All these things are not lawful 
unto me, and all these things are not 
expedient. All things are not lawful 
for me, therefore I will not be brought 
under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly 
for moats; but God shall destroy 
both it and them. Now the body is 
not for fornication, but for the Lord; 
and the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raieod up the 
Lord, and will uIbo raise up us hy his 
own power. 

15 Know ye not that yonr hodies 
are tho members of Christ? ghall I 
then take the members of Christ, and 
make them the members of a harlot? 
God forbid. 

16 What! know yo not that he 
whioh is joined to a harlot is one 
body ? for two, saith he, shall bo one 
fieBh. 

17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

IB Fleo fornication. Every sin that 
a man oommitteth is agAinst the body 
of Christ, and ho who oommitteth for- 
nioatlon sinneth against his own body. 

10 What! know ye not that your 
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body is tho temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? 

20 For yo are bought with & price; 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God's. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Paid XrtaUih of virgin* and widows. 
OW concerning the things where¬ 
of ye wrote unto me, saying, It 
is good for a man not to touch a 
woman. 

2 Nevertheless, I say, to avoid for¬ 
nication, let every man have his own 
wife, and lot every woman have her 
own husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence; and likewise 
alBO the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but tho husband; and 
likewise also the husband hath not 
power of his own body, but the wife. 

5 Depart ye not one from the other, 
except it be with consent for a time, 
that ye may give yourselves to fast¬ 
ing and prayer; and come together 
again, that Satan tempt you not for 
your inoontfnency. 

6 And now what I speak is by per¬ 
mission, and not by commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were 
even as myself. But every man hath 
his proper gift of God, one after this 
manner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
and widows, It is good for them if 
they abide even as I. 

9 But if they cannot abide, let them 
marry ; for it is bettor to marry than 
that any should commit sin. 

10 And unto the married I com¬ 
mand, jot not I, but the Lord, Let 
not the wife depart from her husband; 

11 But and if she depart, let her 
remain unmarried, or bo reconciled 
to her husband; but let not the hus¬ 
band put away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord; If any brother hath a wife 
that bolieveth not, and she be pleased 
to dwell with him, let him not put 
her away. 

13 And the woman which hath a 
husband that believeth not, and if ho 
be pkiaBed to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. 

14 For the unbelieving husband ie 
lanotifiod by tho wife, and tho un¬ 


believing wife is sanctified by the 
huBband; else were your children 
unclean; bnt now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, 
lot him depart. A brother or a sis¬ 
ter is not under bondage in such 
cases; but God hath called us to 
peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, 0 wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband? 
or how knowest thou, 0 man, whe¬ 
ther thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath calhd 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum¬ 
cised ? let him not become uncircum¬ 
cised. Is any called in uncircum- 
ciaion ? let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumoision is nothing, and 
uncircumcisioD is nothing, but the 
keeping of the commandments of 
God. 

20' Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein ho was called. 

21 Art thou called being a servant? 
care not for it; but if thou mayest 
be made free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is callod in the Lord, 
being a servant, is the Lord’s free¬ 
man ; likewise also he that is called, 
being free, is Christ's servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price ; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, wherein 
he is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of the Lord; yet 
I give my judgment, as one that hath 
obtained mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress, for a 
man so to remain that he may do 
greater good. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? 
seek not to be loosed. Art thou 
loosed from a wife ? soek not a wife. 

28 But if thou marry, thou hast not 
sinned; and if a virgin marry, she 
hath not sinned. Nevertheless, such 
shall have trouble in the flesh. For 
I spare you not. 

29 But I speak unto you who are 
called unto the ministry. For this I 
say, brothren, the time that remain- 
eth is but short, that ye shall be sent 
forth unto the ministry. Even they 
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who hare wives, shall be as though 
they had none ; for ye are colled ond 
chosen to do the Lord’s work. 

30 And it shall be with them who 
weep, as though thoy wept not; ond 
them who rejoice, as though they 
rejoiced not, and them who buy, os 
though they possessed not; 

31 And them who use this world, 
os not using it; for the fashion of 
this world passeth away. 

32 But I would, brethren, that ye 
magnify your calling. I would have 
you without oArefulness. For he who 
is unmarried, oareth for the things 
that belong to the Lord, how ho may 
please tho Lord ; therefore he prevail- 
eth. 

33 Bat he who is married, oareth 
for the things that are of the world, 
how he may please his wife; there¬ 
fore there is a difference, for he is 
hindered. 

34 Thero is a difference also, be¬ 
tween a wife and a virgin. The un¬ 
married woman oareth for the things 
of the Lord, that she may be holy 
both in body and in spirit; bat she 
that is married oareth for the things 
of the world, how she may please her 
husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that I may oast a snare 
upon you, but for that whioh is 
comely, and that ye may attend 
upon the Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he 
behaveth himself uncomely toward 
his virgin whom ho hath espoused, 
if she pass the flower of age, and 
need so ro<juiro, let him do what he 
hath promised, he sinnelh not; let 
them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
steadfast in his heart, having no ne- 
oossity, but hath power over his own 
will, and hath so deorood in his heart 
that he will keep his virgin, doeth 
well. 

38 So then he that giveth himself 
in marriage doeth well; but he that 
givelh himself not in marriago doeth 
bettor. 

30 Tho wifo is bound by the law as 
long as her husband liveth; but if 
her husband bo dead, she is at liberty 
to be married to whom she will; only 
in the Lord. 

40 But ahe is hAppier if she so 


abide, after my Judgment; and J 
think also that I have the Spirit of 
God. 

CHAPTER Y1I1. 

2b abitain from maiU ojpred to idols—Cha¬ 
rity eryenned. 

OW as touching things offered 
unto idols, wc know that wo all 
have knowledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he 
knowoth anything, he knoweth no¬ 
thing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 
same is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore tho eat¬ 
ing of those things which are in the 
world offered in sacrifice unto idols, 
we know that an idol is nothing, 
and that thero is none other God but 
one. 

6 For though there be that are 
oallod gods, whether in heaven or in 
earth, (as there be gods many, and 
lords many,) 

6 But to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him ; and one Lord Josus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and 
we by him. 

7 Howbeit there is not in every 
man that knowledge; for some with 
ooneoienoe of the idol unto this hour 
eat it as a thing offered unto an idol; 
and their oonsoienoo being weak is 
defiled. 

8 But meat oommendoth us not to 
God; for neithor, if we eat, are we 
the better; noither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse. 

9 But take hoed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a stum¬ 
bling-block to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee whioh 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the 
idol’s temple, shall not the conscience 
of him which is weak be emboldened 
to eat thoBo things whioh are offered 
to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge 
shall the weak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died ? 

12 But whon ye sin so against the 
brethren, and woond their weak oon- 
eoienoe, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eAt no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

7V minuter to live, by the ffotpel —IV VJftris- 
tian race. 

A M I Dot an apostlo? am I not 
free? have I not BeeD JeBUB 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my 
work in the Lord? 

2 If I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtleflB I am to you; for the 
Beal of mine apostleehip are ye in 
the Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do ex¬ 
amine me is this; 

4 Have we not power to eat and 
to drink? 

5 Have we not power to lead abont 
a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of the 
Lord, and Cephas ? 

<1 Or I only and Barnabas, have not 
we power to forbear working? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time 
at his own chargee? who plantctli a 
vineyard, and eatcth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feeileth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the flock? 

8 Say I these things as a man ? or 
saith not the law the eame also? 

9 For it is written in the law of 
Moses, Thon shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. Doth God take care for 
oxen ? 

10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
Bakes ? For our sakee, no doubt, this 
is written; that he that plougheth 
should plough in hope ; and that he 
that thresheth in hope should be par¬ 
taker of hifl hope. 

11 If we have sown unto you spi¬ 
ritual things, ifl it a great thing if we 
shall reap your carnal things ? 

12 If others be partakers of this 
power over yon, are not we rather? 
Nevertheless we have not used this 
power; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy things live of the 
things of the temple ? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with 
the altar? 

14 Even so bath the Lord ordained 
that they which preaob the gospel 
■honld live of the gospel. 

15 Bnt I have used none of these 
things; neither have I written theec 
things, that it should be bo done nnto 
me; for it were bettor for me to die. 


than that any man should make my 
glorying void. 

16 For thongh I preach the gospel, 
I have nothing to glory of; for ne¬ 
cessity is lsid upon me: yea, woe ifl 
nnto me, if I preach not the gospel! 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, 
I have a reward; but if against my 
will, a dispensation of the gospel is 
committed nnto me. 

13 What is my reward then? Verily 
that, when I preach the gospel, I may 
make the gospel of Christ without 
charge, that I abnee not my power in 
the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all 
men, yet have I made myself servant 
nnto all, that I might gain the more. 

20 And unto the Jews I hecamc as 
a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; 
to them that are under the law, as 
under the law, that I might gain them 
that are under the law : 

21 To them that are without law. 
as without law, (being not without 
law to God, bnt under the law to 
Christ,) that I might gain them that 
are without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, 
| that I might gain the weak ; I am 

made all thing? to all men, that I 
might by all means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel's 
sake, that I might he partaker there¬ 
of with yon. 

24 Know ye not that they which 
run in a race all run, but only one 
receiveth the prize? So run, that ye 
may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all 
things. Now they do it to obtain a 
corruptible crown; bnt we an incor¬ 
ruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as uncer¬ 
tainly; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air; 

27 Bnt I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection ; lest that by 
any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a oast- 
away. 


CHAPTER X. 

The cloud, the tea, the manna and the rpy- 
ritual Rock — IrraeTt punishment our 
xpamings. 

M OREOVER, brethren, I would 
not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
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the oloud, and all passed through the 
eca ; 

2 And were all baptized unto Mo¬ 
ses in the cloud and in the sea ; 

3 And did all cat the earao spiritual 
meat; 

4 And did all drink tho same spiri¬ 
tual drink; for they drank of that 
spiritual Rock that followed them; 
and that Rock was Christ. 

5 But wilh many of them God was 
act well pleased; for they were over¬ 
thrown in tho wilderness. 

0 Now these things wore our exam¬ 
ples, to the intent we should not lust 
after evil things, as they also lustod. 

7 Neither bo ye idolaters, as were 
some of them; as it is written, The 
people sat down to eat and drink, 
and rose up to play. 

8 Neithor let ns oommit fornication, 
as some of them committed, and fell 
in one day three and twenty thou¬ 
sand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as'I 
some of them also tempted, and wore f 
destroyed of serpents. 

10 Neithor murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and wore de¬ 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now, all these things happened 
unto them for onsamples; and they 
are written for our admonition also, 
and for an admonition for those upon 
whom the end of the world shall come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thiuketh 
ho fltandoth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but suoh as is oommon to man; 
but God is faithful, who will not suf¬ 
fer yon to be tempted above that ye 
are able; but will with tho tempta¬ 
tion also make a way to osoape, that 
ye may be able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
flee from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men ; judge 
ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blossiug which wo 
bless, is it not tho ooinmunion of the 
blood of Christ? The bread which 
we break, is it not the communion 
of the body of Christ? 

17 For we being many are one 
bread, and one body; for we are all 
partakers of that ono bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh; 
are not they whioh oat of the sacri¬ 
fices partakers of the altar? 


19 What say I then ? that the idol 
is anything, or that whioh is offered 
in sacrifice to idols is anything ? 

20 BuL I say, that the things whioh 
tho Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice 
to devils, and not to God; and 1 
would not that ye should have fel¬ 
lowship with devils. 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils ; ye can¬ 
not bo partakers of Ihe Lord's table, 
and of the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoko tho Lord to jea¬ 
lousy ? are wo strongor than he ? 

23 All things arc not lawful for me, 
for all things are not expedient; all 
thingB are not lawful, for all things 
edify not. 

24 Let no man seek therefore his 
own, but every man another’s good. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the sham¬ 
bles, that eat, asking no question for 
con science’ sake; 

26 For the earth is the Lord's, and~ 
the fulness thereof. 

"27 If any of them that bolieve not 
bid you to a feast, and ye bo disposed 
to eat; whatsoever is set before you, 
eat, asking no question for conscience’ 
sake. 

28 But if any man Bay unto you, 
This is offered in saorifioe unto idols, 
eat not for his sake that showed it, 
and for conscience' sake; for the earth 
is the Lord's, and the fulness thereof; 

29 Conscience, I Bay, not thine 
own, but of the other; for why is my 
liberty judged of another man's con¬ 
science ? 

30 For if I by gr&oe be a partaker, 
why am I evil spoken of for that for 
which I give thanks? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the glory of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither to the 
JewB, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
ohurch of God; 

33 Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but of the many, that they may be 
saved. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The woman rubjrct to man ; man subject to 
CJtrist; Christ rutyed to God — The. sacra- 
ment treated of. 

E ye followers of me, even u I 
also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that 
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ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I delivered 
them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that 
the head of every man is Christ; and 
the head of the woman is the man; 
and the head of Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or prophesy¬ 
ing, having his head covered, dia- 
lonoureth his head. 

5 But every woman that prayeth or 
prophesicth with her head uncovered 
dishonoured her head; for that is 
even all one as if she wero shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, 
let her also be shorn ; but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as he is the 
image and glory of God; but the 
woman is the glory of tho man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman ; 
but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for 
thewoman; but the woman fortheman. 

10 For this causo ought the woman 
to have a covering on her head because 
of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the 
woman without the man, in the Lord. 

12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so is the man also by the woman ; 
but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves ; is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God unco¬ 
vered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it 
is a shame unto him ? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, 
it is a glory to her; for her hair is 
given her for a oovering. 

16 But if any man seem to be aon- 
tentious, we have no such custom, 
neither the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto 
you I praise you not, that ye come 
together not for the better, but for 
the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come 
together in the ohurch, I hear that 
there be divisions among you ; and I 
partly believe it. 

10 For there must be also divisions 
among you, that they whioh are 
approved may be made manifest 
among you. 


20 When ye come together unto one 
place, is it not to eat the Lord’s supper ? 

21 But in eating every one taketb 
before other his own supper; and one 
is hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What! have ye not houses to eat 
and to drink in? or despise ye the 
church of God, and shame them that 
have not? What shall I say to you? 
shall I praise you in this ? I praise 
you not. 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto yon, 
That the Lord Jesus, the same night 
in which he was betrayed, took bread; 

24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, aDd said, Take, cat; this 
is my body, which is broken for you; 
this do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he 
took the cup, wheD he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testament 
in my blood; tnis do ye, as oft as ye 
drink it, in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this oup, ye do show the 
Lord's death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever Bhall eat 
this bread, and drink this eup of the 
Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh con¬ 
demnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lord’s body. 

30 For this oause many arc weak 
and sickly among you, and many sleep. 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, 
we should not be judged. 

32 But when wo are judged, we are 
chastened of tho Lord, that we should 
not be condemned with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry one for 
another. 

34 And if any man hanger, let him 
eat at home; that ye oeme not to¬ 
gether unto condemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Spiritual p\fls—Their otqaA—The unity of 
the body qf Christ, and the officers qf the 
church. 

OW concerning spiritual things, 
brethren, I would not have yon 
ignorant. 



CHAPTER XIII. 197 

2 Yo know that ye were Gentiles, I 21 And the eye cannot Bay unto the 


oarried away unto these dumb idols, 
eveu h 8 ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to under¬ 
stand, that no man spanking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed; 
and Ihnt no man caD say that Josus 
is tho Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but tho same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of admi¬ 
nistrations, hut tho same Lord. 

0 AdJ there are diversities of ope¬ 
rations, but it is the same God whiah 
worketh all in all. 

7 But tho manifestation of the Spirit 
is givon to every man to profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom; to another the 
word of knowledge by the same Spirit; 

0 To anothor faith by the same 
Spirit; to anothor the gifts of healing 
by the eamo Spirit; 

10 To anothor the working of mi- 
raoleB; to anotherpropheoy; to another 
discerning of spirits; to anolher 
divers kinds of tongues; to another 
the interpretation of tongues ; 

11 But all these worketh that one 
and the self-same Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many membors, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are one 
body ; so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all bap¬ 
tized into one body, whether we be 
Jowb or (3 on tiles, whether we be bond 
or free ; and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
buL many. 

15 If tho foot shall say, Beeauso I 
am not the hand, I am not of the 
hody ; ia it therefore not of the body ? 

10 And if the ear shall say, Because 
I am not the eye, I am not of the 
body ; is it therefore not of tho body ? 

17 If the whole body woro an eyo, 
whore were the hearing ? If tho whole 
were hearing, where were the smell¬ 
ing? 

18 But now bath God sot the mem- 
bore every one of rhem in the body, 
as it hath pleased him. 

19 And it they woro all one membor, 
where were tho body ? 

20 But now are thoy many members, 
yet but one body. 


hand, I have no need of thee ; nor 
again the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary ; 

23 And those membors of the body, 
which we think to bo less honourahlo, 
upon these we bestow more abundant 
honour ; and our uncomely parts have 
more abuudant oomelincss. 

24 For our comely parts have no 
need; but God bath tempered the 
body together, having given more 
abundant honour to that part which 
lacked; 

25 That there should be no sohism 
in the hody; but that the members 
should have the same care one for 
another. 

20 And whether one member suffer, 
all the membors suffer with it; or one 
member be honoured, all the members 
rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily pro¬ 
phets, thirdly teachers, after that mi¬ 
racles, then gifts of healings, holps, 
governments, diversities of tongucB. 

29 Are all apostles? are all pro¬ 
phets ? are all teachers ? are all work¬ 
ers of miraoles ? 

30 navo all the gifts of healing? 
do all speak with tongues? do all in¬ 
terpret? 

31 I say unto you, Nay; for I have 
shown unto you a more excellent 
way, therefore oovet earnestly the 
best gifts. 

CHAPTER xni. 

Of faith, hope, perfection, and charity. 
nCUGH I speak with the Longues 
of men and of angels, and have 
not charity, I am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all myste¬ 
ries, and all knowledge; and though 
I have all faith, so that I oould remove 
monntaius, and have not charity, I am 
nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though I give 
my body to t>e burnod, and have not 
oharity, it proflteth me nothing. 

4 Oharity suffereth long, and is 
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kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vauutcth not itself, is not puffed up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
aceketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but ro- 
joioeth in the truth ; 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endurcth all 
things. 

8 Charity never failclh; but whether 
there be prophocieB, they shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they shall 
oease; whether thore be knowledge, 
it Bhall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we pro¬ 
phesy in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall he done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as 
a ohild, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a ohild; but when I be¬ 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. 

12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly ; but then face to face; now I 
know in part; but then shall I know 
even as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
oharity, these three; but the greatest 
of these is charity. 

CUAPTER XIV. 

Edification, the object of spiritual gifts — 

Women are forbidden to rule in the 

church. 

OLLOW after charity, and desire 
spiritual gifts, but rather that ye 
may prophesy. 

2 For ho that speaketh in another 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but 
unto God; for no man understandoth 
him; howbeit in the spirit he speak- 
eth mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men to edification, and exhorta¬ 
tion, and comfort. 

4 Ho that spoaketh in another 
tongue edifieth nimself; but ho that 
prophesieth edifieth the churoh. 

5 I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophe¬ 
sied; for greater is he that prnphe- 
sieth than he that speakoth with 
tongues, exoept ho interpret, that the 
church may receive edifying. 

0 Now, brethren, if I oome unto yon 
speaking with tongues, what shall I 
profit you, except I shall speak to 


you either by revelation, or by know 
ledge, or by prophesying, or by 
doctrine? 

7 And even things without life giv¬ 
ing sound, whether pipe or harp, ex 
oept they give a distinction in the 
sounds, how shall it be known what 
is piped or harped ? 

8 For if the trumpet give an uncer¬ 
tain sound, who shall prepare himself 
to the battle ? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be under¬ 
stood, how shall it be known what is 
spoken? for ye shall speak into the air. 

10 There arc, it may be, so many 
kinds of voices in the world, and 
none of them is without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be unto 
him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh shall be a barbarian 
onto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of the 
ohurch. 

13 Wherefore let him that sneakelh 
in another tongue pray that he may 
interpret. 

14 For if I pray in another tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my under¬ 
standing is unfruitful. 

15 What is it tben ? I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with 
the understanding also; I will sing 
with the spirit, and I will sing with 
the understanding also. 

16 Else, when thou Bhalt bless with 
the spirit, how shall ho that occupi- 
eth tne room of the unlearned say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, see¬ 
ing he understandeth not what thon 
sayest? 

L7 For thou verily giveBt thanks 
well, but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my Qod, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all; 

19 Yet in the church I had rather 
speak fivo words with my under¬ 
standing, that by my voioe I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in another tODgue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in un¬ 
derstanding; howboitin malice be ye 
ohildrcn, butin understanding be men, 

21 In the law, it is writton, With 
men of other tougue9 and other lips 
will I speak unto this people: and 
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yet for nil that will they oot hear me, 
sailh the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a 
sign, not to them that believe, but 
to them that bolieve not; but pro- 

heeying eerveth not for them that 

olieve not, but for them which 
believe. 

23 If theroforo the whole ohuroh 
become together into one plooe, and 
all speak with tonguos, and there 
oomo in those that are unlearned, or 
unbelievers, will they not say that ye 
are mad 7 

24 But if all prophesy, and there 
oome in one that believeth not, or one 
unlearnod, be is oonvinood of all, he 
is judged of all; 

25 And thus aro the secrets of hiB 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face he will worship 
God, and roport that God is in you 
of a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren 7 when 
ye oome together, every one of you 
bath a psalm, hath a dootrine, hath 
a tonguo, hath a revelation, hath an i 
interpretation. Let all things be done 
unto edifying. 

27 If any man spoak in another 
tongue, lot it be by two, or at the 
most by throe, and that byoourse; 
and lot one interprot. 

28 But if thore bo no interpreter, 
let him keep silence in tho churoh ; 
and let him spoak to himself, and to 
God. 

29 Let the prophots speak two or 
three, and let the other judge. 

80 If anything bo revealed to an¬ 
other that sittoth by, let the first hold 
hiB peaco. 

31 For yo may all prophosy one by 
one, that all may learn, and all may 
be oomforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to tne prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of 
confusion, but of poaoe, as in all 
ohurohes of the saints. 

34 Let your womon keep silenoe in 
the ohurohes; for it is not permitted 
unto them to rule ; but they are com¬ 
manded to be under obedionce, as 
also eaith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, 
lot them ask tboir husbands at home; 
for It is a shame for women to rule 
Ln the ohuroh. 


1W 

36 What I came the word of God 
out from you? or oame it unto yon 
only 7 

37 If any man think himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, let him ao- 
knowlodgo that the things that I write 
unto you are the oommandments of 
the Lord. 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let 
him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, hrethron, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid net to speak 
with tongues. 

40 Let all things be done decently 
and in order. 

CIIAPTER XV. 

The resurrection. 

M OREOVER, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel whioh I 
reachod unto you, whioh also ye 
avo received, and wherein ye 
stand; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye 
keep in momory what I preached 
unto you, unless ye have believed in 
vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of 
all that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins accord¬ 
ing to the scriptures; 

4 And that ho was buriod, and that 
he rose again the third day acoording 
to tho scriptures; 

5 And that he was soon of Cephas, 
thon of the twelve; 

0 After that, he was leen of above 
five hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen 
asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
thon of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me 
also, as of one born out of due time. 

9 For I am the loast of the apos¬ 
tles, that am not meet to be oallod an 
apostle, because I persecuted the 
onurch of God. 

10 But by the grace of God I am 
what I am; and his graoo whioh was 
bestowed upon me was not in vain; 
for I laboured more abundantly than 
they all; yet not I, but the grace of 
God whioh was with me. 

11 Therefore whether it were I or 
they, so we preaoh, and so ye be¬ 
lieved. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that 
he rose from the dead, how say some 
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among yon that there ifl no reinrreo- 
tion of the dead ? 

13 But if there be no resurrection 
of the dead, then is Christ not risen ; 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your faith 
is also Tain. 

15 Yea, and we arc found false wit¬ 
nesses of God; hecauso we have tes¬ 
tified of God that he raised up Christ; 
whom he raised not up, if so be that 
the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is 
not Christ raised; 

17 And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope 
In Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firBt fruits of 
them that slept. 

21 For sinco by man came death, 
by man came also the reBurreotion of 
the dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Chriet shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in hia own order; 
Chriet the first fruits; afterward they 
that are Christ's at his coming. 

24 Afterward oometh the end, when 
he shall have delivered up the king¬ 
dom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule, and 
all authority and power, 

26 For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. 

26 The last enemy, death, shall be 
destroyed. 

27 For he saith, When it is manifest 
that he hath put all things under his 
feet, and that all things are put under, 
he is excepted of the Father who did 
put all things under him. 

28 And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the Son 
also himself be subject unto him that 
put all things under him, that Qod 
may be all in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which 
are baptized for the dead, if the dead 
rise not at all 7 Why are they then 
baptized for tho dead ? 

30 And why stand wo in jeopardy 
every hour? 

SI I protest unto you the resurrec¬ 


tion of the dead; and this is my re 
joioing which I have in Christ Jesus 
our Lord daily, though I die. 

32 If after the manner of men 1 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not 7 let us eat and drink ; for 
to-morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived; evil commuu 
nications corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not tho knowledgj 
of God; I speak this to your shame. 

35 But some man will say, Hew an 
the dead raised up ? and with what 
body do they come 7 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sow 
cat is not quickened, except it die; 

37 And that which thou aowest, thou 
soweat not that body which Bha.ll be. 
but grain, it may be of wheat, or 
some other; 

38 But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to every seed 
hfs own body. 

39 All flesh is not the same flesh . 
but there is one kind of flesh of men. 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. 

40 Also celestial bodies, and bodies 
terrestrial, and bodies telestial; but 
the glory of the celestial, one; and 
the terrestrial, another; and the teles 
tial, another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of tho moon, and 
another glory of tbe stars ; for one 
star differeth from another star in 
glory. 

42 So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it is 
raised in incorruption; 

43 It iB sown in dishonour, it is 
raised in glory; it ib sown in weak 
ness, it is raised in power; 

44 It is Bown a natural body, it ii 
raised a spiritual body. There is a 
natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body. 

45 And so it is written, Tho first 
man Adam was made a living soul ; 
the last Adam was made a quicken¬ 
ing spirit. 

46 llowbeit, that which is natural 
first, and not that which is spiritual ; 
but afterwards, that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man is of tho earth, 
earthy; tbe seoond man is the Lord 
from heaven. 
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48 As Is the earthy, suoh are they I I shall pass through Macedonia; foi 


also that are earthy; and as is the 
heavenly, suoh are they also that are 
heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
imago of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood oannot inherit the 
kingdom of God ; neither doth cor¬ 
ruption inhorit incorruption. 

51 Behold, I show you a mystery ; 
We shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be changed, 

52 In a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the sound of the last 
trump; for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incor¬ 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on 
inoorruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality. 

54 So when this corruptible shall 
have put on inoorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the say¬ 
ing that is written, Death is swal¬ 
lowed up in victory. 

55 0 death, where is thy sting ? 0 
grave, where is thy victory? 

56 The sting of death is sin; and 
the strength of sin is the law. 

57 But thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the viotory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

58 Therefore, my bolovod brethren, 
be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch os yo know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Offeringt solicited—Comjjiendeih Timothy — 
Friendly admonitions. 

0\V concerning the collection 
for tho saints, aB I have givon 
order to the churches at Oalatia, even 
io do ye. 

2 Upon the first day of the week 
let ovorj one of you lay by him in 
store, as Goa hath prospered him, 
that thoro bo no gatherings when I 
come. 

3 And when I come, whomsoever 
ye shall approve by your letters, them 
will I soim to bring your liberality 
onto Jerusalem. 

4 And if it be meet that I go also, 
they shall go with me. 

5 Now I will come unto you, when 


| I do pass through Macedonia. 

6 And it may be that I will abide, 
yea, and winter with you, that ya 
may bring me on my journey whither¬ 
soever I go. 

7 For I will not see you now by the 
way; but I trust to tarry a while 
with you, if the Lord permit. 

8 But I will tarry at Ephesus until 
Penteoost. 

9 For a great door and effectual is 
opened unto me, but there are many 
adversaries. 

10 Now if Timotheus come, see that 
he may be with you without fear; 
for he worketh the work of the Lord, 
as I also do. 

11 Let no man therefore despise 
him; but oonduct him forth in peace, 
that he may oome unto me; for 1 
look for him with the brethren. 

12 As touching our brother Apollos, 
I greatly desired him to oome unto 
you with the brethren; but hie will 
was not at all to oome at this time; 
but he will come when he shall have 
convenient time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong. 

14 Lot all your things be done with 
charity. 

15 I beseeoh you, brethren, (ye know 
the house of Stephanas, tbal it is the 
first fruits of Achaia, and that they 
have addicted themselves to the 
ministry of the Bainta,) 

10 That yc submit yourselves onto 
such, and to every one that hclpeth 
with us, and labouroth. 

17 I am glad of the coming of Ste¬ 
phanas andFortunatus and Achaicus; 
for that which was lacking on youT 
part they have supplied. 

18 For they have refreshed my 
spirit and yours; therefore acknow¬ 
ledge yo them that are suoh. 

19 The eburohes of Asia salute you. 
Aquila and Prisoilla salute you much 
in the Lord, with the ohuroh that is 
in their house. 

20 All the brethren greet you. Greet 
ye one another with a holy saluta¬ 
tion. 

21 The salutation of me Paul with 
mine own hand. 

22 If any man lore not the Lord 
Jeans Christ, let him be Anathema, 
Maran atha. 
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*3 Tho grace or oar Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you. 

24 My love he with you all in 
Chriat Jesus. Amen.

THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTEK I. 

TJn apostle encaurageth them against trou 

bits—His sincere manner of preaching the 

gospel — The earnest of the Spirit.. 

AUL, an apostle of JeBus Christ 
by the will of God, and Timothy 
our brother, unto the church of God 
whieh is at Corinth, with all the 
saints which are in all Achaia; 

2 Graoe be to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus ChriBt. 

3 Dlessed be God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father 
of mercies, and the God of all oom- 
fort; 

i Who comfortcth us iu all our 
tribulation, that we may he ahle to 
comfort them which are in any 
trouhle, by the comfort wherewith 
we ourselves are comforted of God. 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation 
alni ahoundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, it is 
for your consolation and salvation, 
which iB effectual in the enduring of 
the same sufferings which we also 
suffer; or whether we be comforted, 
it is for yonr consolation and salva¬ 
tion. 

7 And onr hope of you is steadfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers of 
the sufferings, so shall ye be also of 
! he consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which 
oarae to us in Asia, that we were 
pressed out of measure, above 
strength, insomuch that we despaired 
even of life; 

9 But wo had tho Bcntenoe of death 
in ourselves, that we should not trust 
in ourselves, but in God whioh raiseth 
the dead ; 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver; in whom 
we trust that ho will yet deliver us ; 


11 Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift be¬ 
stowed upon us by the means of 
many persons thanks may he given 
by many on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the tes 
timony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, nol 
with fleshly wisdom, hut by the grace 
of God, we have had our conversa¬ 
tion in the world, and more abon 
dantly to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other things 
uflto yon, than what ye read or ac 
knowledge; and I trust ye shall ae 
knowledge even to the end ; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged 
us in part, that we are your rejoicing, 
even as ye also are ours in the day 
of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I yens 
minded to como unto you before, tbal 
ye might have a second benefit; 

16 Aod to pass by you into Mace¬ 
donia, and to come again out of Mace¬ 
donia unto you, and of you to be 
brought on my way toward Juden. 

17 When I therefore was thus mind 
ed, did I use lightness? or the thing* 
that I purpose, do I purpose accord 
ing to the flesh, that with me then’ 
shall bo yea, yea, and nay, nay ? 

18 But as God is true, our word to 
ward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jcsue 
Christ, who was preached among 
you by us, even by me and Silvanus 
and Timotheus, was not yea and 
nay, but in him was yea. 

20 For all the promisee of God iD 
him are yea, and in him Amen, nnto 
the glory of God by us. 

21 Now he whioh stablieheth ui 
with you in Christ, and hath anoint 
ed us, is God ; 

22 Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of tho Spirit in 
our hearts. 



CHAPTER II.—III. 203 


23 Moreover I oall God for a record 
□pon my bodI, that to Bpare you I 
came not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of 
your joy; for by faith ye BtAnd. 

CHAPTER n. 

Of forgivtnetf—The minuter the favour qf 

OlTUt. 

UT I determined this with my¬ 
self, that I would not oome 
again to you in heaviness. 

2 For if I make you sorry, who is 
he then that makoth me glad, but 
the same which is made sorry by 
me ? 

3 And I wrote this same unto you, 
lest, when I oame, I should have sor¬ 
row from them of whom I ought to 
rejoice; having confidence in you all, 
that my joy is the joy of you all. 

4 For out of much affliction and 
anguish of heart I wroto unto you 
with many tears; not that ye should 
be grievod, but that ye might know 
the love which I havo more abun¬ 
dantly unto you. 

5 But if any have caused griof, he 
hath not grieved me, but in part; 
that I may not overcharge you all. 

0 Sufficient to such a man is this 
punishment, whioh was inflioted of 
many. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought ra¬ 
ther to forgivo him, and comfort him, 
lest perhaps such a one should be 
swallowed up with overmuch sorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that 
ye would confirm your lovo toward 
him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whother ye bo obediont in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive anything, 
I forgive aho; for if I forgave any¬ 
thing, to whom I forgave it, for your 
sakes forgive I it in the person of 
Christ; 

11 Lest Satan should get an ad¬ 
vantage of us; for we are not igno¬ 
rant of his devices. 

12 Furthermore, when I came to 
Troas to preach Christ's gOBpel, and 
a door was opened unto me of the 
Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, be- 
oauBo I found not Titus my brother; 
but taking my leave of them, I went 
from thence into Macedonia. 


14 Now thanks be unto God, whioh 
always causeth ns to triumph in 
Christ, and makest manifest the 
savour of his knowledge by us in 
every place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet 
savour of Christ, in them that are 
saved, and in them that perish; 

10 To the one we are the savour 
of death unto death; and to the 
other tho savour of life unto lifa. 
And who is sufficient for these 
things? 

17 For we are not as many, whioh 
corrupt the word of God; but as of 
sincerity, but as of God, in the sight 
of God speak we in Christ. 

CHAPTER III. 

Office i park qf the Spirit — The Spirit, 
liberty. 

0 we begin again to oommend 
ourselves ? or need we, as some 
others, epistles of commendation to 
you, or letters of oommendation from 
you ? 

2 Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men; 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly 
declared to be the epistle of Christ 
ministered by us, written not with 
ink, hut with the Spirit of the living 
God; not in tables of stone, bnt in 
floshly tables of the heart. 

4 And suoh trust have we through 
Christ toward God. 

5 Not that we are sufficient of 
ourselves to think anything as of 
outsoIvob; but our sufficiency is of 
God; 

0 Who also hath made us able mi¬ 
nisters of the new testament; not of 
Iho letter, but of the Spirit; for the 
letter killeth, but the Spirit givetb 
life. 

7 But if tho ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was 
glorious, so that the ohildren of Israol 
oould not Btoadf&Btly behold the face 
of Mosos for the glory of his counte¬ 
nance ; whioh glory was to be done 
away ; 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the Spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of con¬ 
demnation be glory, muoh more doth 
the ministration of righteousness ex- 
oeed in glory. 

10 For even that whioh was made 
glorious had no glory in this respect. 
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by reason of the glory that exoelleth. I 

11 For if that whioh is done away 
was glorious, much more that whioh 
remaineth is glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have snoh 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speeah; 

13 And not as Moses, which pat a 
roil over his face, that the children 
of Israel could not steadfastly look to. 
the end of that which is abolished; 

14 But their minds were blinded; 
for until thiB day remaineth the same 
roil untaken away in the reading of 
the old testament; which veil is done 
away in Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, when 
Moses is read, the roil is upon their 
heart. 

10 Nevertheless, when their heart 
shall turn to the Lord, the veil shall 
be taken away. 

17 Now the Lord is that Spirit; and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is, there 
is liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face be¬ 
holding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the same 
image from glory to glory, even as 
by the Spirit of the Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

PatiTt manner of preaching the gospel—Hit 
faiih fuln/M in tribulation, 

T HEREFORE, seeing we have this 
ministry, as we have received 
mercy, we faint not; 

2 But have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty, not walking in 
craftiness, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully; but, by manifesta¬ 
tion of the truth, commending our¬ 
selves to every man's oonsoience in 
the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost; 

4 In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them whioh 
believe not, lest the light of the glo¬ 
rious gospel of Christ, who is the 
image of God, should shine anto 
them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, bat 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake. 

0 For God, who oommanded the 
light to shine oat of darkness, hath 
shined in oar hearts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of 
Qod in the face of Josus Christ. 


7 But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellenoy 
of the power may be of God, and not 
of us. 

8 We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed; we are perplexed, 
but not in despair; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed ; 

10 Always bearing about in the 
body the dying of the Lord Jesns, 
that the life also of Jesns might be 
made manifest in our body. 

11 For we whioh live are tin ay 
delivered onto death for Jesus’ sake, 
that the life also of Jesus might he 
made manifest in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then it worketh death unto us, 
but life unto you. 

13 We having the same spirit of 
faith, acoording as it is written, I be¬ 
lieved, and therefore have I spoken ; 
we also believe, and therefore speak ; 

14 Knowing that he which raised up 
the Lord Jesus shall raise up ns also 
by Jesus, and shall present us with 
you. 

15 For we bear all things for your 
eakes, that the abundant grace might, 
through the thanksgiving of many, 
redound to the glory of God. 

16 For which cause we faint not; 
but though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed day by 
day. 

17 For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory; 

18 While we look not at the things 
whioh are seen, bnt at the things 
which are not seen ; for the things 
whioh are seen are temporal; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal 

CHAPTER V. 

i\iuTt hope in the resurrection—The judg¬ 
ment-teat of Christ—The nno creator*. 

F OR we know that, if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were dis¬ 
solved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens. 

2 For in this we groan, earnestly 
desiring to be olothed upon with our 
house whioh is from heaven ; 

3 If so be that being olothed we 
shall not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this t&bernaole 
do groan, being burdened; not for 
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that we would he unolothed, bat clothed 
upon, that mortality might he swal¬ 
lowed up of life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought nfl for 
the golf-same thing is God, who also 
hath given unto ub the earnest of the 
Spirit. 

o Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home 
in the body, we are absent from the 
Lord; 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by 
light;) 

8 Wo are oonfldont, I say, and will¬ 
ing rather to be absent from tbe body, 
and to be present with the Lord. 

0 Wherefore we labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted 
of him. 

10 For we mast all appear before 
tho judgment-seatof Christ, that every 
one may recoive a reward of the deeds 
done in the body; things according 
to what he hath done, whether good 
or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men; but we 
are made manifest unto God ; and I 
trust also are made manifest in yonr 
consoienees. 

12 For we commend not oursolves 
again unto you, but give you occasion 
to glory on our behalf, that ye may 
have somewhat to answer them which 
glory in appearance, and notin heart. 

13 For we bear record that we arc 
not boside ourselves; for whether we 
glory, it is to God ; or whethor we ho 
sober, it is for your sakes. 

U For the love of Christ constrain- 
elh us ; because we thus judge, that 
if one died for all, then arc all dead ; 

15 And that he diod for all, that 
thej whiahlive should not henceforth 
live unto tbomsolves, but unto him 
which diod for them, and rose again. 

18 Whereforo, henoeforth live we no 
more after tho flesh ; yea, though wo 
onoe livod after the flesh, yet sinoe 
wo have known Christ, now benoe- 
forth live we no more after the flesh. 

17 Therefore if any man live in 
Christ, he is a new creature; old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new, 

18 And rooeivelb all the things of 
God, who hath reconciled us to him¬ 
self by Jesus Christ, and hath given 
to ns tho ministry of reconciliation ; 


19 To wit, that God is in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them ; and hath committed unto us 
the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then wo are ambassadors 
for Christ, as though God did heBeech 
yon by us; we pray you in Christ's 
stead, be ye reoonoiled to God. 

21 For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of 
God in him. 

CHAPTER VI. 

PauTa manner of life and preaching. 

E then, as workers together with 
Christ, boaeoch you also that 
ye receive not the grace of God id 
vain. 

2 (For he saith, I have heard thee 
in a lime accepted, and in the day of 
Balvation have I euocourod thee; be¬ 
hold, now iB the day of salvation.) 

3 Giving no offence in any thing, 
that the ministry be not blamed; 

A But in all things approving our¬ 
selves as tho ministers of God, in 
much patience, in affliotions, in ne¬ 
cessities, in distresses, 

6 In stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labours, in watohings, in 
fastings; 

0 By pureness, by knowledge, by 
long suffering, by kindness, by the 
Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By tho word of truth, by the power 
of God, by the armour of righteous¬ 
ness on the right hand and on the 
left, 

8 By honour and dishonour, by evil 
report and good report; as doceivers, 
and yet true; 

9 Ab nnknown, and yet well known; 
as dying, and, behold, we live; as 
obastened, and Dot killed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet always rejoio- 
ing ; as poor, yet making many rich ; 
as having nothing, and yet possessing 
all things. 

11 0 yo Corinthians, onr mouth is 
open unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 To are not straitened in us, hut 
ye are straitened in your own bowels. 

13 Now for a recompense in the 
aamo, (I speak as unto my children,) 
be ye also enlarged. 

14 Be ye not aneqnally yoked to- 
; gether with unbelievers; for what 
I fellowship hafh righteousness with 
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unrighteousneafl ? and what oom- 
tnnnion hath light with darkness? 

15 And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial ? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? 

16 And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols ? for ye are 
the temple of the living God ; as God 
bath said, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall bo my people. 

17 Wherefore oome out from among 
them, and be ye tho separate, aaith 
tho Lord, and touch not the nnclean 
thing ; and I will receive yon, 

18 And will be a Father unto you, 
and ye shall be my Bons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Purity of flesh and spirit adjoined—Of godly 
sorrow . 

H AVING therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us oleanse 
iurselvea from all filthinesB of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness 
In the fear of God. 

2 Receive us; we have wronged 
no man, we have corrupted no man, 
we have defrauded no man. 

3 I apeak not this to condemn you; 
for I have said before, that ye are in 
our hearts to die and live with you. 

4 Great is my boldness of speech 
toward you, great is my glorying of 
you ; I am filled with comfort, I am 
exceeding joyful in all our tribula¬ 
tion. 

6 For when we were como into 
Macedonia, our flesh had no rest, but 
we were troubled ou every side ; with¬ 
out were fightings, within were fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comforteth 
those that are cast down, comforted 
us by the coming of Titns ; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in yon, when he told us 
your earnest desire, your mourning, 
your fervent mind toward me; so 
that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I mado you sorry 
with a letter, I do not repent, though 
I did repent; for I peroeive that the 
same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though it were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoioe, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance; for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 


receive damage by us in nothing 

10 For godly sorrow worketh re 
pentance to salvation not to be repent¬ 
ed of; hut the sorrow of the world 
worketh death. 

11 For hehold this self-same thing 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in yon 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what iDdignatioD, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, what revenge ! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to be clear 
in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, I did it not for his cause that 
had done the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care 
for you in the sight of God mighl 
appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in 
your comfort; yea, and exceedingly 
the more joyed we for the joy of Titus, 
because his spirit was refreshed by 
yon all. 

14 For if I have boasted anything 
to him of you, I am not ashamed , 
but as we spake all things to you in 
truth, even so our boasting, which I 
made before Titus, ia found a truth. 

15 And his inward affection is more 
abnndant toward you, whilst he re 
membereth the obedience of you all. 
how with fear and trembling ye re¬ 
ceived him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have 
confidence in yon in all things. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Liberality enjoined. 

M OREOVER, brethren, we would 
have you to know of the grace 
of God bestowed on the churches of 
Macedonia ; 

2 How that in a great trial cf afflic¬ 
tion, the abundance of their jcy End 
their deep poverty abounded onto the 
riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they 
were willing of themselves ; 

4 Praying us with much entreat) 
that we would receive the gift, and 
take upon us the fellowship of the 
ministering to the saiDts. 

5 And this they did, not as we re¬ 
quired, but first gave their own selves 
to the Lord, and unto us by the will 
of God. 

6 Insomuoh that we desired Titua 
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that as he had begun, bo he would 
also finish in you tho same grace alBO. 

7 Therefore, a? jo abound in evory 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and 
in your love to us, boo that yo abound 
in thiB graoc also. 

8 I apeak not by oommnndment, 
but by ooeasiou of the forwardness of 
others, and to prove the sincerity of 
your lovo. 

9 For ye know tho grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he 
was rich, yet for your sakes he be¬ 
came poor, thatyo through his pover¬ 
ty might be rich. 

10 And horoin I give my advice; 
for this is expedient for you, who have 
begun before, not only to do, but aho 
to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform tho doing 
of it; that as there was a roadinoas to 
will, so thore may be a performance 
also out of that which ye havo. 

12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, it is accepted according to that 
a man hath, and not according to 
that he hath not. 

13 For I mean not that other men 
bo eased, and ye burdened ; 

14 But by an oquality, thaL now at 
thiB time your abundance may be a 
supply for their want, that their 
abundance also may be a supply for 
your want; that there may bo 
equality; 

15 As it is written, He that bad 
gathered much had nothing over; 
and he that had gathered little had 
no lack. 

16 But thanks be to God, which put 
the same earnest oare into the heart 
of Titua for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the ex¬ 
hortation ; but being more forward, 
of his own accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have aent with him the 
brother, whose praise is in the gospel 
throughout all the churohos; 

19 And not that only, but who was 
also ohoson of the churches to travel 
with ua with this grace, whiah is ad¬ 
ministered by us to the glory of the 
same Lord, and declaration of your 
ready mind; 

20 Avoiding this, that no mao 
should blame ub in this abundanoe 
whioh is administered by us; 

21 Providing for honest things, not 


only in the eight of tho Lord, but 
also in the sight of men. 

22 And wo have sent with them 
our brother, whom wo have proved 
diligont in many things, but now 
much more diligent. 

23 Therefore we send him unto you, 
in consequence of the great confidence 
whioh we have in you, that you will 
receive the things concerning you, to 
the glory of Christ; whother we send 
by the hand of Titus, my partner 
and fellow-labourer, or our brethren, 
the messengers of the churches. 

24 Wherefore show yo to them, and 
beforo the churches, the proof of 
your lovo, and of our boasting on 
your behalf. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Reasons far liberality. 

OR as touching the ministering 
to the saints, it is superfluous for 
mo to write to you; 

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which I boast of you 
to them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago ; and your zeal 
hath provoked very many. 

3 Yet have I sent tho brethren, lest 
our boasting of you should be in vain 
in this behalf; that, as I said, ye may 
be ready; 

4 Lest haply if they of Macedonia 
come with me, and find you unpre- 

ared, we (that we say not, yo) should 

e ashamed in this samo confident 
boasting. 

5 Therefore I thought it neoessary 
to exhort the brethron, that they 
would go before unto you, and make 
up boforohand your bounty, whereof 
yo had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter of boun¬ 
ty, and not as of covetousness. 

6 But this I say, Ho which sowoth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly ; 
and he whioh soweth bountifully shall 
reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man aooording as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give; 
Dot grudgingly, or of necessity; for 
God loveth a oheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward you ; that ye, 
always having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work; 

9 (As it is written, He hath dis- 
porsod abroad; he hath glveD to the 
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poor; his righteousness remaineth 
for ever. 

10 Now ho that ministereth seed 
to the sower both minister bread Tor 
your food, and multiply your seed 
sown, and increase the fruits of your 
righteousness;) 

11 Being enriched in everything 
to all bountifulness, which oauseth 
through ns thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
of the BaintB, bnt is abundant also 
hy many thanksgivings unto God; 

13 While by the experiment of 
this ministration they glorify God 
for your professed subjection unto 
the gospel of Christ, and for your 
liberal distribution unto them, and 
unto all men; 

14 And hy their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exceed¬ 
ing grace of God in you. 

15 Thanks be unto God for his un¬ 
speakable gift. 

CHAPTER X. 

Pa id’s commendation aj a minister. 

N OW I Paul myself beseech you 
by the meekness and gentleness 
of Christ, who in presence am base 
among you, but being absent am bold 
toward you ; 

2 But I beseech you, that I may 
not he bold when I am present with 
that confidence, wherewith I think 
to he bold against some, which think 
of ub os if we walked according to 
the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh; 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong¬ 
holds;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedienco of Christ; 

6 And having in a readiness to 
revenge all disobedience, when your 
obedienoe is fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the 
outward appearance? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ's, 
let him of himself think this again, 
that, as he is Christ’s, even so are we 
Christ's. 

8 For though I should boast some¬ 


what more of our authority, waich 
the Lord hath given us for edifica¬ 
tion, and not for your destruction, I 
should not be ashamed ; 

9 That I may not seem as if I 
would terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but hie bodi¬ 
ly presence is weak, and his speech 
contemptible. 

11 Let such a one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters 
wheu we are absent, such will we be 
also in deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare ourselves 
with some that commend themselves; 
but they, measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing them¬ 
selves among themselves, are not 
wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to -the measure of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a mea¬ 
sure to reach even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves be¬ 
yond our measure, as though we 
reached not unto you; for we are 
come as far as to you also in preach¬ 
ing the gospel of Christ; 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is, of other men’s 
labours; but having hope, when 
your faith is increased, that we shall 
be enlarged by you according to our 
rule abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the re¬ 
gions beyond you, and not to boast 
in another man'B Hue of things mado 
ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth 
himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Superiority of Find's ministry — Satan trans¬ 
formed — Finds wfferingt. 

W OULD to God ye could hear 
with me a little in my folly; 
and indeed bear with me. 

2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy ; for I have espoused 
you to one husband, that I may pre¬ 
sent you as a chaste virgin to Christ. 
3 But I fear, lest by any means, 
as the serpeDt heguiled Eve through 
his subtilty, so your minds should 
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he corrupted from the simplicity that 
is in Christ. 

4 For if lie that uoructh preaoheth 
another Jesus, whom we have not 
preached, or if ye receive another 
spirit, which ye have not received, 
or another gospel, which ye have not 
accepted, ye might well bear with me. 

6 For I supposo I was not a whit 
behind tho very ohiefest apostles. 

0 But though I be rude in speech, 
yet not in knowledge; but wo have 
been thoroughly mndo manifest 
among you in all things. 

7 Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might he ex¬ 
alted, because I have preached to 
you the gospel of God freely ? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when T was present with 
you, and wanted, I was ohargcable 
to no man ; for that which was lack¬ 
ing to mo the brethren which came 
from Macedonia supplied; and in all 
things I lmvo kept myself from being 
burdensome unto you, and so will I 
keep myself. 

10 Ah tho truth of Christ is in mo, 
no man shall Btop mo of this boast¬ 
ing in the regions of Aohaia. 

11 Wherefore? beoauso I love yon 
not? God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, 
that T may cutoff occasion from them 
which dosiro occasion ; that wherein 
they glory, they may ho found even as 
we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de¬ 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
solvefl into tho apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan him¬ 
self is transformed into an angel of 
light. 

16 Therefore it is no great thing if 
bis ministers also be transformed as 
the ministers of righteousness; whose 
end shall he according to their works. 

16 I say again. Let no man think 
me a fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool 
reooive mo, that I may boast myself 
a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak it not 
after tho Lord, but as it were fool¬ 
ishly, in this confidence of hoasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For yo suffer fools gladly, seeing 
ye joursolvoB are wise. 


20 For ye suffer, if a man bring 
you into bondage, if a man devour 
you, if a man take of you, if a man 
exalt himself, if a man smite you ou 
the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had heen weak. How- 
heit, whereinsoever any is bold, (1 
speak foolishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews? so am I. 
Aro they Israelites ? so am I. Are 
they the seed of Abratiam ? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? 
(I speak as a fool,) so am I; in 
labours more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons more fre¬ 
quent, in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. 

26 Thrice was I beaten with rods, 
once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have 
heen in the deep; 

26 In journeyings often, in perils 
of waters, in perils of robbers, in 
perils by mine own countrymen, in 
perils by the heathen, in perils in 
the city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in perils in the sea, in perils among 
false brethren; 

27 In weariness and painfulncss, in 
watohings often, in hunger and thirst, 
in fastings often, in oold and naked¬ 
ness. 

28 Beside those things that are 
without, that which coineth upon me 
daily, tho care of all Lho churches. 

29 Who is weak, and I am not 
weak ? who iB offended, and I anger 
not ? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will 
glory of the things whioh concern 
mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor under 
Arotas the king kept the city of the 
Damascenes with a garrison, desirous 
to apprehend me; 

33 And through a win low in a bas¬ 
ket was I let down by the flail, and 
escaped his hands. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Of ant caught up into Paradi**>—The wignt 
qf an apostU. 

T is not expedient for me doubtless 
to glory. I will oome to visions 
and revelations of the Lord. 
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1 I knew a man In Christ above 
fourteen years ago, (whether in the 
body, I cannot tell; or whether out 
of (be body, I oannot tell; Qod know- 
el h;) such a one oaught up to the 
third heaven. 

:i And I knew such a man, (whother 
in the body, or out of the body, I can¬ 
not tell; God knoweth ;) 

I How that he was caught up into 
paradise, and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a 
man to utter. 

5 Of such a one will I glory; yet of 
myself I will not glory, but in mine 
intirmities. 

d For though I would desire to 
glory, I shall not be a fool; for I will 
say the truth ; but now I forbear, lest 
any man should think of me above 
that which he seeth of mo, or that he 
heareth of me. 

7 And lest I Bhould be exalted above 
measure through the abundanoe of 
the revelations, there was given to 
me a thorn in the flesh, the messen¬ 
ger of Satan to buffet me, lest I should 
be exalted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the 
Lord thrioe, that it might depart 
from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My grace is 
sufficient for thee; for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory 
in my infirmities, that the power of 
ChriBt may rest apon me. 

10 Theroforo I take pleasure in in¬ 
firmities, in reproaches, in necessi¬ 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake; for when I am weak, 
then am I strong. 

II I am become a fool in glorying; 
ye havo compelled me; for I ought 
to have been oommendud of you ; for 
in nothing am I behind the very 
ohiefest apostles, though I be no¬ 
thing. 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
were wrought among you in all pa¬ 
tience, in signs, and wonders, and 
mighty deeds. 

13 For what is it wherein ye were 
Inferior to other churohes, except it 
be that I myself was not burdensome 
to you 7 forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
ready to come to yon; and I will not 
be burdensome to yon ; for I seek not 


yours, but you ; for the children oughi 
not to lay up for the parents, but the 
parents for the children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend end 
be spent for you; though the moro 
abundantly I love you, the less I be 
loved. 

10 But be it so, I did not burden 
you; nevertheless, being crafty, I 
caught you with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you bj 
any of tbera whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Titus, und with hiui I 
Bent a brother. Did Titus make a 
gain of you? walked we not in the 
same spirit? walked we not in tb<> 
same steps? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak before 
God in Christ; but we do all thing*, 
dearly beloved, for your edifying. 

20 For I fear, lest, when I come, I 
shall not find you such as I would, 
and that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not; lest there be 
debates, envyings, wraths, strife*, 
bockbitiDgs, whisperings, swellings, 
tumults ; 

21 And lest, when I come again, 
my God will humble me among 
you, and that I shall bewail many 
which have sinned already, and have 
not repented of the uncleanness and 
fornication and lasciviousness which 
they have oommitted. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Fnul Utreaierulh offenders — Exhorteth to 
wiily and peace. 

IlIS is tho third time I am com 
ing to you. In the mouth of 
two or three witnesses shall every 
word be established. 

2 I told you before, and forotell you, 
as if I were present, the second lime; 
and heing absent now I write to 
them whioh heretofore have sinnedt 
and to all other, that, if I com* 
again, I will not spare ; 

3 Sinoe ye sock a proof of ChriBt 
speaking in mo, whioh to you-ward 
is not weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was oruoified 
through weakness, yet he lived by 
the power of God. For we also are 
weak in him, but we shall live with 
him hy the power of God toward 
you. 

5 Examine yoursolvee, whother ye he 
in the faith; prove your own selves. 
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Know ye not your own Bolves, how 
that Jesus Christ is in you, exoopt ye 
be reprohntos? 

6 But I trust that ye shall know 
that we aro not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that yo do no 
evil; not that wo should appear ap¬ 
proved, but that ye should do that 
which is honest, though we be aB re¬ 
probates. 

8 For we caD do nothing Against 
the truth, hut for the truth. 

9 For we aro glad, when we are 
weak, and ye are strong; and this 
also wo wish, even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write tboso things 
being ahsont, lost being present I 
should use sharpnoaa, according to 
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the power which the Lord hath given 
me to edification, and not to dcstruo 
tion. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. He 
perfect, bo of good oomfort, he of one 
mind, live in peace; and the God of 
love and peaco shall be with you. 

12 Groot one another with a holy 
salutation. 

13 All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the love of God, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost, be 
with you all. Amen.

was written from Philippi, a city of 
Macedonia, by Titos and Lucas. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

GALATIANS. 


CIIAPTKIt I. 

The gospel xmchnngahle —ZtauZ received it by 
revelation. 

P AUL, an apostle, (not of mon, 
neither hy man, but by Jesus 
Christ, and God the Fathor, who 
ruisod him from tho dead ;) 

2 And all tho brethren which are 
with me, unto tho ohurohos of Ga¬ 
latia ; 

3 Grace bo to you, and peaco, from 
God tho Father, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

l Who gave hiinsolf for our Bins, 
that ho might dolivor us from this 
presont ovil world, according to the 
will of God and oar Father; 

5 To whom bo glory for ever and 
evor. Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye aro so soon 
removed from him that called you 
into tho grnco of Christ unto an¬ 
other gospol; 

7 Which is not another; but there 
be some that trouhlo you, and would 
pervert tho gospel of Christ. 

8 But though wo, or an angel from 
hoaven, preaoh nny other gospel 
unto you than that whioh we have 
preoohod unto you, let him be ac¬ 
cursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now 
again, If any man preaoh any other 


gospol unto you than that ye have 
received, let him bo accursed. 

10 For do I now plcaso mon, or 
God? or do I seek to please mon? 
for if I yot pleasod mon, I should 
not ho tho sorvant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that 
the gospol which was preached of me 
is not after man. 

12 For I neithor reooived it of man, 
neither wo« I taught it, but by the 
revelation of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye havo hoard of my con¬ 
versation in timo past in the Jews’ 
religion, how that boyond measure I 
persecuted the ohurch of God, and 
wasted it; 

14 And profited in the Jews’ roli- 
gion above many my oquals in mine 
own nation, being more oxccodingly 
zealous of the traditions of my fa¬ 
thers. 

15 But when it pleasod God, who 
separated me from my mother’s womb, 
and oallod mo by his graoe, 

16 To rovoftl his Son in mo, that I 
might preaoh him among the hea¬ 
then; tmmediatoly I conferred Dot 
with flesh and blood; 

17 Neithor went I up to Jerusalem 
to them whioh wore apostles before 
me; but I went into Arabia, and re 
turnod again unto Damascus. 
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18 Then after three years I went 
nt> to Jerusalem to see Peter, and 
abode with him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostlcfl Baw I 
none, save James the Lord's brother. 

20 Now the things which I write 
unto you, behold, before God, I lie 
not, 

21 Afterwards I came into the re¬ 
gions of Syria and Cilicia; 

22 And was unknown by face unto 
the churches of Judea which were 
in Christ; 

23 But they had heard only, That 
he which pcrsccutest us in times past 
now preacheth the faith which once 
he destroyed. 

24 And they glorified God on ac¬ 
count of me. 

CHAPTER II. 

False brethren—Jus tif cation by faith—Peter 
dissembling. 

HEN fourteen years after I went 
up again to Jerusalem with Bar¬ 
nabas, and took Titus with me also. 

2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among tbe Gentiles, 
but privately to them which were 
of reputation, lest by any means I 
Bhould run, or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Titus, who was with 
me, being a Greek, was compelled to 
be oircumciscd. 

4 Notwithstanding, there were some 
brought in by false brethren un¬ 
awares, who camo in privily to spy 
out our liherty which we have in 
Christ Jeans, that the}’ might bring 
ns into bondage; 

5 To whom we gavo place by sub¬ 
jection, no, not for an hour, that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you. 

6 But of those who seemed to bo 
somewhat, whatsoever they wore, it 
maketh no matter to me; God ao- 
oepteth no man’s person; for they 
who seemed to be somewhat in con¬ 
ference added nothing to me ; 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw 
that the gospel of the uncircumoieion 
was committed nnto me, as tho gospel 
of the circumcision was unto Peter; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Peter to the apostleship of the cir¬ 
cumcision, the same was mighty in 
me toward the Gentiles;) 

9 And when James, Cephas, and 


John, who seemed to be pillars, per¬ 
ceived the grace that was given unlo 
me, they gave to me and Barnabas 
the right hands of fellowship; that 
we should go nnto the heathen, and 
they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember tho poor; the same which 
I also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the face, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, ho did eat with the Gen¬ 
tiles; but when they were come, he 
withdrew and separated himrelf, 
fearing them which were of the 
circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Barnabas also was carried away wilh 
their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
no! uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter be 
fore them all. If thou, being a Jew 
livest after the manner of the Gen 
tiles, and not as do the Jews, why 
compellest thou the Gentiles to live 
as do tho Jews? 

15 We who aro Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ, 
even we have believed in Jesus 
Christ, that we might be justified 
by tho faith of Christ, and not by 
the works of the law: for by the 
works of the law shall no tiesh bo 
justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be jus 
tified by Christ, we ourselves also are 
found sinnerB, is therefore Christ the 
minister of sin? God forbid. 

18 For if I build again tho things 
which I destroyed, I make myself u 
transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead 
to the law, that I might live onto 
God. 

20 I am oruoifled with Christ; 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ livoth in me; and the life 
which I now live id tho flesh I live 
by tho faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave himself for 
me. 

21 I do not frustrate the graoe of 
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CHAPTER III. 


God; for if righteousness come by 1 
the law, then Christ is dead in vain. 

CHAPTER lit. 

The unfaithful reproved—The faiihfvl bUu- 

ed with Abraham^Baptism into Christ. 
FOOLISH Galatians, who hath 
bewitched you, that ye should 
not obey the truth, boforo whose eyes 
Jesus Christ hath boon evidently set 
forth, crusifiod among you? 

2 This only would I learn of you, 
Reooivcd yo the Spirit by the works 
of tho law, or by the hearing of 
faith ? 

3 Are ye so foolish ? having begun 
in tho Spirit, are ye now mndo per¬ 
fect by tho flesh ? 

4 Have ye suffered so many thingB 
in vain ? if it be yet in vain. 

5 Ho therefore that ministereth to 
you tho Spirit, and worketh miracles 
among you, dooth he it by the works 
of the law, or by tho hoaring of faith ? 

6 Even as Abraham believod God, 
and it was acoounted to him for 
righlcousnoss. 

7 Know yo thereforo that they whioh 
are of faith, the same are the ohildren 
of Abraham. 

8 And tho scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify tho heathen through 
faith, preaohed boforo tho gospol unto 
Abraham, saying, In thee shall alt 
nations bo blessed. 

9 So thon they whioh bo of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as aro of tho works 
of the law are under the curse; for it 
is written, Cursod is overy one that 
continueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the law to 
do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by the 
law in the eight of God, it is evident; 
for, Tbe just shall live by faith. 

12 And tho law is not of faith ; but, 
Tho man that doeth them shall live 
in them. 

13 Christ hath rodeemed us from 
the ourso of the law, being made a 
ourso for us ; for it is writton, Cursed 
ie every one that hangoth on a troo ; 

14 That tho blessing of Abraham 
might come on the Gentiles through 
Jeuus Christ; that they might re- 
oeivo the promieo of the Spirit 
through faith. 

15 Brcthron, I speak after the man¬ 
ner of men ; Though it be but a man’s 


covenant, yet when it be confirmed, 
no man disannulleth, or addeth 
thereto. 

16 Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promisos made. Ilo sailh 
not, Aod to seeds, as of many; bnt 
aa of one, And to thy seed, which is 
Christ. 

17 And thiB I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed beforo of God in 
Christ, the law, which was four hun¬ 
dred and thirty years after, cannot 
disannul, that it should make tho 
promise of none effect. 

18 For if the inheritance is of tho 
law, then it is no more of promise; 
hut God gave it to Abraham by pro¬ 
mise. 

19 Whorofore then, the law was 
added because of transgrossions, till 
the seed should como to whom the 
promise was made in the law given 
to Moses, who was ordained by the 
hand of angels to be a mediator of 
this first covenant, (the law.) 

20 Now this modiator was not a 
mediator of tho new covenant; but 
there is one mediator of the new 
covenant, who is Christ, as it is writ¬ 
ten in the law concerning the pro¬ 
mises made to Abraham and his seed. 
Now Christ is the mediator of life ; 
for this is the promise which God 
made unto Abraham. 

21 Is the law then against the pro¬ 
mises of God? God forbid; for if 
there had beon a law given whioh 
could have given life, verily right¬ 
eousness should havo been by the 
law. 

22 But thesoripture hath concluded 
all under sin, tnat the promise hy 
faith of Jesus ChriBt might be given 
to them that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were 
kopt under the law, shut up unto the 
faith which should afterwards be re¬ 
vealed. 

24 Wheroforo tho law was our 
schoolmaster until Christ, that we 
might ho justified by fuith.

8 For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh roap corruption; 
but he that soweth to tno Spirit shall 
of the Spirit reap life everlasting. 

9 And let us not be weary in well 
doing; for In due season we shall 
reap, if wo faint not. 

10 As we have therefore opportu¬ 
nity, let us do good unto all men, 
espooially unto thorn who aro of the 
houBohold of faith. 

11 Ye Bee how large a letter I have 
written unto you with mine own 
hand. 

12 As many aB desire to make • 
fair ihow in the flesh, they oonBtrain 
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you to be oircumoised; only lest they 
should Buffer persecution for the oroBi 
of Christ. 

13 For neither they themselves who 
are oiroumoised keep the law; but 
desire to have you oircumcised, that 
they may glory in your flesh. 

14 But God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, by whom the world is 
oruoified unto me, and I unto the 
world. 

15 For in Christ Jeens neither oir- 


cumoision availeth anything, nor un 
circumcision, but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk according 
to this rule, peace be on them, and 
mercy, and upon the Israel of God. 

17 From henceforth let no man 
trouble me; for I bear in my body 
the marks of the Lord Jesus.

CHAPTER I. 

Redemption through Christ—The dispensa¬ 
tion of the fulness of times — Sealing of 

the Spirit. 

AUL, an apoetle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, to the saints 
which are at Ephesus, and to the faith¬ 
ful in Christ Jesus; 

2 Grace be to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from tho Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ; 

4 According as ho hath ohosen us 
In him before the foundation of the 
world, that we shonld be holy and 
without blame before him in love; 

5 Having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jeans Christ 
to himself, according to the good 
pleasure ef his will, 

0 To the praise of the glory of his 
grace, wherein he hath made ua ac¬ 
cepted in the beloved; 

7 In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins, according to the riches of hiB 
grace; 

8 Wherein he hath abounded to¬ 
ward us in all wisdom and prudonce; 

9 Having made known unto us the 
mystery of his will, according to his 
good pleasure which he hath pur¬ 
posed in himsolf; 

10 That in the dispensation of the 
fulness of times he might gather 


together in one all things in Christ, 
both which are in heaven, and which 
are on earth; even in him ; 

11 In whom also we have obtained 
an inheritance, being predestinated 
according to the purpose of him who 
worketh all things after the counsel 
of his own will; 

12 That we should be to the praise 
of his glory, who first trusted in 
Christ. 

13 In whom ye also trusted, after 
that ye heard the word of truth, the 
gospel of your salvation ; in whom 
also, after that yo believed, ye were 
sealed with that Holy Spirit of 
promise, 

14 Which is the earnest of our in¬ 
heritance antil the redemption of the 
purchased possession, unto tho praise 
of his glory. 

15 Wherefore I al9o, after I heard 
of your faith in the Lord Jesus, and 
love unto all the saints, 

16 Ceaso not to give thanks for 
you, making mention of you in my 
prayers; 

17 That the God of our Lord Jeeue 
Christ, the Father of glory, may 
give unto you the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge of 
him; 

18 The eyes of your underatandir g 
being enlightened ; that ye may know 
what is the hope of his calling, and 
what the riches of the glory of his 
inheritance in tho saints, 

19 And what is the exceeding great- 
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0098 of his power to us-ward who be¬ 
lieve, according to tbe working of his 
mighty power, 

20 Which ho wrought in Christ, 
wben ho raised him from the dead, 
and bcI him at his own right hand in 
the heavenly placeB, 

21 Far above all principality, and 
power, and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only 
in this world, but also in that whiah 
is to como ; 

22 And hath put all things under 
bis feet, and gave him to be the hoad 
over all things to the ohurch, 

23 Which is his body, the fulnesB 
of bim that Pllelh all in all. 

CHAPTER II. 

7 Tie prince of the power of the air — Salva¬ 
tion by grace, and ofloption through. Christ 

—FimndaJion of the church. 

ND you hath ho quickened, who 
were dead in trespasses and sins; 

2 Wkcrciu in time past yo walked 
according to the course of this world, 
according to the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now work- 
etb in the ohildren of disobedience; 

3 Among whom also we all had our 
conversation in times past in tho 
lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the de¬ 
sires of the flesh and of tho mind; 
and were by nature the ohildren of 
wrath, even as others. 

4 But God, who is rich in mercy, 
for his great love wherewith he loved 
us, 

5 Even when we wero dead in sins, 
hath quickened us together with 
Christ, (by graoe ye are savod ;) 

6 And hath raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus; 

7 That in the ages to come be might 
show the oxocoding riches of his 
graoe, in his kindness toward us, 
through Christ Jesus. 

8 For by grace are yo saved through 
faith ; and that not of yoursolves ; but 
It is tho gift of God; 

0 Not of works, lost any man should 
boast. 

10 For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God bath before ordain¬ 
ed that wc should walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remembor, that ye 
were in Mines past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Unciroumoision 


by that which is called the Circum 
cision in the flosh made by hands; 

12 That at that time ye were with 
out Christ, being aliens from the 
the commonwealth of Israel, and 
strangers from the covenants of pro¬ 
mise, having no hope, and without 
God in the world; 

13 But now, in Christ Jesus, ye who 
sometime were far off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ. 

14 For he is our peace, who hath 
made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition 
between us; 

15 Having abolished in his flesh the 
enmity, even the law of command¬ 
ments contained in ordinances; for 
to make in himself of twain one new 
man, so making peace; 

16 And that he might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross, 
having slain tho enmity thereby ; 

17 And came and preached peace 
to you which were afar off, and to 
them that wero nigh. 

18 For through him wc both have 
access by one Spirit unto the Fathor. 

10 Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God ; 

20 And are built upon the founda¬ 
tion of the apostles and prophetB, 
Jesus Christ himself heing the chief 
corner stone; 

21 In whom all the building fitly 
framed together groweth unto an 
holy temple in the Lord; 

22 In whom ye also are buildod 
together for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 

CHAPTER III. 

Mystery of the gospel—The family [kingdom] 

in heaven and on earth — The love of Christ 

F OR this oause, I, Paul, am the 
prisoner of Jesus Christ among 
you GentileB, 

2 For tho dispensation of the grace 
of God which is given me to you¬ 
ward ; 

3 As ye have heard that by revela¬ 
tion he made known onto me the 
mystery of Christ; as I wrote hofore 
in fow words; 

4 Whereby, when ye read, ye may 
understand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ, 

5 Whioh in other ages wu nci

made known unto the sons of men, | CHAPTER IT. 


as it is now revealed unto his holy 
apostles and prophets by the Spirit; 

6 That the Gentiles should be fel¬ 
low-heirs, and of the tame body, and 
partakers of his promise in Christ by 
tho gospel; 

7 Whereof I was made a minister, 
acoording to the gift of the grace of 
God given unto me by the effectual 
working of Mb power. 

8 Unto me, wno am less than the 
least of all Baints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among the Gen¬ 
tiles the unsearchable richeB of Christ; 

9 And to make all men see what is the 
fellowship of the mystery, which from 
tbe beginning of the world hath been 
hid in God, who created all things by 
Jesus Christ; 

10 To the intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus 
our Lord; 

12 In whom we have boldness and 
access with oonfidence by the faith of 
him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint 
not at my tribulations for yon, which 
is your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my knees 
unto the Father of our Lord Jesns 
Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named, 

16 That he would grant you, ac¬ 
cording to the riohes of his glory, to 
be strengthened with might by his 
Spirit in the inner man ; 

17 That Christ may dwell in your 
hearts by faith; that ye, being root¬ 
ed and grounded in love, 

18 May be able to comprehend with 
all saints what is the breadth, and 
length, and depth, and height; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, 
wbioh passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all tho fulness of 
God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us, 

21 Unto him be glory in the ohurcb 
by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, 
world without end Amen.

12 For the perfecting of the saintE, 
for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Chriot; 

13 Till we, in the unity of the faith, 
all come to the knowledge of the Son 
of God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fulness 
of Christ; 

14 That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and car¬ 
ried about with every wind of doc¬ 
trine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they lie 
in wait to deceive ; 

15 But speaking the truth in love, 
may grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ; 

16 From whom the whole body fitly 
joined together and compacted by 
that wbioh every joint supplioth, 
according to the effectual working in

28 Can ye be angry, and not sin ? 
lot not the sun go down upon your 
wrath ; 

27 Neither give plaoe to the devil. 

28 Lot him that stole steal no more; 
hut rather let him labour, working 
with his hands for the things which 
are good, that he may have to give to 
him that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt communication 
prooood out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to tho use of edifying, 
that it may ministor grace unto the 
hearers. 

30 And grieve not the Holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, bo put away from you, 
with all malioe; 

32 And be ye kind one to anotbor, 
tender-hearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ's sako bath 
tergiven you.

E y© therefore followers of God, 
as dear children; 

2 And walk in love, as Christ also 
lmth loved us, and hath given him¬ 
self for us an offering and a sacri¬ 
fice to God for a sweet-smelling 
savour. 

3 But fornication, and all unclean¬ 
ness, or oovetonsness, let it not bo 
oneo named among yoa, as beoometh 

saints; 

I Neither filthiness, nor foolish 
talking, nor jesting, which are not 
convenient; but rather giving of 
thanks. 

5 For this ye know, that no whore¬ 
monger, nor unclean person, nor 
oovotous man, who is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the kingdom 
of Christ and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you with vain 
words; for beoauee of these things 
comcth the wrath of God upon the 
children of disobedience. 

7 Bo not ye therefore partakers with 
them. 

S For ye were sometime darkness, 
but now are ye light in the Lord; 
walk as children of light; 

9 (For tho fruit of the Spirit is in 
all goodness and righteousness and 
truth :) 

10 Proving what is acceptable unto 
the Lord. 

II And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them. 

12 For it is a shame even to speak 
of thoso things whioh are done of 
them in scoret. 

13 But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest by the light; for 
whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light. 

14 Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepost, and arise from the dead, 
and ChriBt shall give thoe light. 

15 See then that ye walk oiroum- 
speolly, not as fools, but as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, beoanse the 
days are evil. 

17 Wherefore he ye not UDwise, hut 
understanding what is the will of the 
Lord. 
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18 And ho not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled with 
the Spirit; 

19 Speaking to youraelvea in paalma 
and hymnB and spiritual Bongs, sing¬ 
ing and making melody in your heart 
to the Lord; 

20 Qiving thanks always for all 
things unto Qod and the Father in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one to 
another in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own. husbands, as unto the 
Lord. 

23 For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church ; and he is the Saviour 
of the body. 

24 Therefore as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be to 
ihcir own husbands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, lovo your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it; 

26 That he might sanctify aod 
cleanse it with the washing of water 
by the word, 

27 That he might present it to him¬ 
self a glorious church, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any snch thing; 
but that it should be holy and with¬ 
out blemish. 

28 So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. lie that loveth 
his wife loveth himself. 

29 For no man ever yet hated his 
own flesh ; but nourisheth and chc- 
risheth it, even ae the Lord the 
ohuroh ; 

30 For we are members of his body, 
of his flesh, and of his boneB. 

31 For this cause Bhall a man leave 
his father and mother, and shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two 
Bhall he one flesh. 

32 This is a great mystery ; but I 
speak concerning Christ and the 
cnurch. 

33 Nevertheless, let every one of 
you in particular bo love his wife 
even as himself; and tho wifo see that 
she reverence her husband. 

CHAPTER VI.

6 Not with eye-service, as men- 
pleasers; but as the servants of 
Christ, doing the will of God from 
the heart; 

7 With good will doing service, as 
to the Lord, and not to men; 

8 Knowing that whatsoever good 
thing any man doeth, the same shall 
ho receive of the Lord, whether he 
be bond or free. 

9 And, ye masters, do the same 
things unto them, forbearing threat¬ 
ening; knowing that your Master 
also is in heaven; neither is there 
respect of persons with him. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. 

11 Pat on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil. 

12 For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, bat against principalities, 
against powors, against the rnlers of 
the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 

13 Wherefore take unto yon the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil day, 
and having done all to stand. 

14 Stand therefore, having yonr 
loins girt about with truth, and hav¬ 
ing on the breastplate of righteous¬ 
ness ; 

15 And your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peaoe; 

16 Above all, taking the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quenoh all the fiery darts of the 
wicked. 

17 And take the helmet of salva- 
tioD, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God; 

18 Praying always with all prayer 
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and supplication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all perse¬ 
verance and supplication for all 
saints ; 

IP And for me, that ntterance may 
be given unto mo, thnt I may open 
my mouth boldly, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel, 

20 For whioh I am an ambassador 
in bonds; that therein I may speak 
boldly, as I ought to speak. 

21 But that yo also may know my 
affairs, and how I do, Tychicus, a 
beloved brothor and faithful minister 
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in the Lord, shall make known to 
you all things; 

22 Whom I have sent unto yon for 
the Bame purpose, that ye might 
know our affairs, and that he might 
comfort your hearts. 

23 Peace bo to the brethren, and 
love with faith, from God the Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

24 Grace be with all them that love 
our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. 
Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

PHILIPPIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Exhortation to righteousness — Paul's devot¬ 
edness to Christ—Desire to be with Christ 

—Duty to suffer for Christ. 

AUL and Timotheus, the servants 
of Jesus Christ, to all the saints 
in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, 
with the bishops and deacons ; 

2 Graco be unto you, and peaco, 
from God our Father and from tho 
Lord JeBus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon every re- 
mombranco of you, 

4 Always in every prayor of mine, 
for tho steadfastness of you all, mak¬ 
ing request with joy, 

5 For your fellowship in tho gospel 
from the first day until now ; 

6 Being confident of this very thing, 
that ho whioh hath begun a good work 
in you will perform it until the day 
of Josus Christ; 

7 Even as it is meet for me to think 
this of you all, becauso I have you in 
my heart; inasmuch as both in my 
bonds, and in tho dofence and con¬ 
firmation of the gospel, ye all are 
partakers of my grace. 

8 For God iB my record, how greatly 
I long after you all in the bowels of 
Jesus Christ. 

9 And this I pray, that your love 
may abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and in all judgment; 

10 That ye may approve things that 
are excellent; that ye may be sincero 
and without offence till tho day of 
Christ; 


11 Being filled with the fruits of 
righteousness, which are by Josus 
Christ, unto the glory and praise of 
God. 

12 But I would ye should under¬ 
stand, brothren, that the things whioh 
happened unto me have fallen out 
rather unto the furtherance of the 
gospel J 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are 
manifest in all the palace, and in all 
other places; 

14 And many of the brethren in the 
Lord, waxing confident by my bonds, 
are much more bold to speak the 
word without fear. 

15 Some indeed preaoh Christ even 
of envy and strife; and some alBO of 
good will; 

16 The one preach Christ of con¬ 
tention, not sincerely, supposing to 
add affliction to my bonds; 

17 But the other of love, knowing 
that I am set for the defence of the 
gospel. 

18 What then? notwithstanding, 
every way, whether in pretonoe, or 
in truth, ChriBt is preached ; and I 
therein do rejoice, yea, and will re- 
joioe. 

19 For I know that this shall turn 
to my salvation through your prayer, 
and tho supply of the Spirit of JesuB 
Christ, 

20 Aeoording to my earnest oxpoo- 
tation and my hope, that in nothing 
I shall be ashamed, but that with all 
boldness, as always, so now alsr 
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Christ shall be magnified in my 
body, whether it be by life, or by 
death. 

21 But if I live in the flesh, ye arethe 
fruit of my labour. Yet what I shall 
choose I know not. 

22 For me to live, is to do the will 
of Christ; and to die, is my gain. 

23 Now I am in a strait betwixt 
two, having a desire to depart, and 
to be with Christ; which is far better; 

24 Nevertheless to abide in the fleBh 
is more needful for you. 

25 And having this confidence, I 
know that I shall abide and continue 
with you all for your furtherance and 
joy of faith; 

26 That your rejoicing with me may 
bo more abundant in JesuB Christ, 
for my coming to you again. 

27 Therefore let your conversation 
be as it becometh the gospel of 
Christ; that whether I come and see 
you, or else be absent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that ye stand fast in one 
spirit, with ono mind striving toge¬ 
ther for the faith of the gospel; 

28 And in nothing terrified by your 
adversaries, who reject tho gospel, 
which bringeth on them destruction ; 
but you who receive the gospel, sal¬ 
vation; and that of God. 

29 For unto you it is given in the 
behalf of Christ, not only to believe 
on him, but also to suffer for his 
sake; 

30 Having the same oonflict which 
ye saw in me, and now know to be in 
me. 

CHAPTER II. 

Paul exhorteth to unity, Chriifi humility 
and exaltation — The tuinti to be light* to 
the world. 

F there be therefore any consola¬ 
tion in Christ, if any comfort of 
love, if any fellowship of the Spirit, 
if any bowels and mercies, 

2 Fulfil ye my joy, that ye be like- 
minded, having the same love, being 
of one accord, of one mind. 

3 Let nothing be done through strife 
or vainglory; but in lowliness of 
mind let each osteem other better 
than themselves. 

4 Look not overy man on his own 
things, but every man also ou the 
things of othors. 

5 Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus ; 


8 Who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God; 

7 But made himself of no repu¬ 
tation, and took upon him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men; 

8 And being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and be- 
oame obedient onto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name; 

10 That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in hea¬ 
ven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth; 

11 And that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
tho glory of God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye 
have always obeyed, not as in my 
presence only, but now much more 
m my absence, work oat yoar own 
salvation with fear and trembling; 

13 For it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and to do of his good 
pleasure. 

14 Do all things without murmur- 
ings and disputings; 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, the sons of God, without 
rebuke, in the midst of a crooked 
and perverse nation, Bmong whom 

| ye shine aB lights in the world; 
j 16 Holding forth the word of life; 
that I may rejoice in the day of 
Christ, that I have not run in vain, 
neither lahonred in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be offered a sacri¬ 
fice upon the Bervioe of your faith, I 
joy, and rejoice with you all. 

18 For the Bame cause also do ye 
joy, and rejoice with me. 

19 But I trust in the Lord Jeans 
to send Timothens shortly unto yon, 
that I also may be of good oomfert, 
when I know your state. 

20 For I have no man like-minded, 
who will naturally oare for your state. 

21 For all seek their own, not the 
things which are Jesns Christ's. 

22 Bat ye know the proof of him, 
that, as a son with tne father, he 
hath served with me in the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send 
presently, so soon as I shall see how 
it will go with me. 
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24 Rut I trust in tho Lord that I 
also myself shall come shortly. 

2. r > Yet I supposed it DeccBBary to 
send to you Epaphroditus, my bro¬ 
ther, and companion ia labour, and 
fellow-Boldicr, but your messenger, 
and he that ministorod to my wants. 

28 For he longed after you all, and 
was full of heaviness, beoause that 
ye had heard that he had been sick. 

27 For indeed ho waB sick nigh 
ontodonth; hut Qod had mercy on 
him ; and not on him only, but on me 
also, lost I should have sorrow upon 
sorrow. 

28 I Bent him therefore the more 
carefully, that, when yo see him 
again, ye may rejoice, and that I 
may bo tho less sorrowful. 

29 Recoivo him thoreforo in the 
Lord with all gladness; and hold 
such in roputatiun ; 

30 Because for the work of Chriet 
ho was nigh unto death, not regard¬ 
ing his life, to supply your lack of 
service toward mo. 

CHAPTER III. 

Paul warneth to It wart of false teachers — 
TUt superiority of the righteousness of 
Christ—Second coming of Christ. 

IN ALLY, my brethren, rojoice 
in the Lord. To write the same 
things to you, to mo indeed is not 
grievous, and for you it is safe. 

2 Beware of doge, beware of evil 
workers, bewaro of tho concision. 

3 For we are tho circumcision, 
which worship Qod in the spirit, and 
rojoice in Chriet Jeeue, and havo no 
confidence in tho flesh. 

4 Though I might also have confi¬ 
dence in the flesh. If any other man 
thinketh that he hath whereof ho 
might trust in the flesh, I more; 

5 Circumcised the eighth day, of 
the stock of Israel, of the tribe of 
Benjamin, a Ilebrew of the Hebrews ; 
as touching tho law, a Pharisee; 

fl Concerning zeal, persoouting tho 
church ; touohing the righteousness 
which is in tho law, blamoless. 

7 But what things were gain to me, 
those I counted loss for Christ. 

8 Yea doubtless, and I oount all 
things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord ; for whom I have suffered tho 
Iosb of all things, and do oount them 
but dung, that I may win Christ, 


9 And be found in him, not having 
mino own righteousness, which ie of 
tho law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, tho righteousness 
which is of God by faith; 

10 That I may know him, And the 
power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being 
made conformable unto his death; 

11 If by any means I might attain 
unto tho resurrection of tho just. 

12 Not as though I had already 
attained, either wore already perfeol; 
but I follow Bfter, if that I may ap¬ 
prehend that for which also I am ap¬ 
prehended of Christ Jesus. 

13 Brothren, I count not myself 
to havo apprehended; but this one 
thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are 
before, 

14 I pross toward tho mark for the 
prizo of the high oalling of God in 
Christ Jesus. 

15 Let us therefore, as many as be 
perfect, be thus mindod; and if in 
anything ye be otherwise minded, 
God shall reveal even this unto 
you. 

16 Nevertheless, whereto wo have 
already attained, lot us walk by the 
same rule, lot us mind the same 
thing. 

17 Brethren, he followers together 
of me, and mark thorn which walk 
so as y© have us for an ensample. 

18 (For many walk, of whom I have 
told you often, and now tell you even 
weeping, as tho enemies of the cross 
of ChriBt; 

19 Whoso ond iB destruction, whose 
God is thoir belly, and who glory 
in thoir shame, who mind earthly 
thingB.) 

20 For our conversation is in hea¬ 
ven ; from whenoo also we look for 
the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ; 

21 Who shall ohango our vile body, 
that it may bo fashioned like UDto 
his glorious body, aooording to the 
working wheroby ho is able even to 
subdue all things onto himself. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The Book of lift — Exhortation* and adtno 

nitions—Christ the strength of Vie Chris¬ 
tian. 

T HEREFORE, my brethren dearly 
beloved and longed for, my joy 
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and crown, so stand fast in the Lord, 
my dearly beloved. 

2 I beseech Euodias, and beseech 
Syntycho, that they be or the same 
mind in the Lord. 

3 And I entreat thee also, true 
yoke-fellow, help those women whioh 
laboured with mo in the gospel, with 
Clcvment also, and with other my fel- 
low-labourers, whose names arc in 
the book of life. 

4 Rejoico in the Lord always; and 
again I say, Rcjoico. 

5 Let your moderation be known 
unto all men. The Lord fa at hand. 

6 Be afflicted for nothing; but in 
everything by prayer and supplica¬ 
tion with thanksgiving let your re¬ 
quests be made known unto God. 

7 And the peace of God, which 
paseeth all understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through Chriet 
J«SU6. 

8 Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are 
just, whatsoever thingB are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatso¬ 
ever things are of good report; if 
there bo any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these thiDgs. 

9 Those thingB, which ye have both 
learned, and received, and heard, and 
seen in me, do; and the God oT peace 
shall be with you. 

10 But I rejoiced in the Lord great¬ 
ly, that now at the last your care of 
me hath flourished again; wherein 
ye wore afao oareful, but ye lacked 
opportunity. 

11 Not that I speak in respect of 
want; for I have learned, in what¬ 
soever state I am, therewith to be 
content. 


12 1 know both how to be abased, 
and I know how to abound ; every¬ 
where and in all things I am in- 
Btmcted both to he full and to be 
hungry, both to abound and to suffer 
need. 

13 I can do all things through 
Christ which strengthened me. 

14 Notwithstanding, ye have well 
done, that ye did communicate with 
my affliction. 

15 Now ye Philippians know also, 
that in the beginning of the gospel, 
when I departed from Macedonia, no 
church communicated with me as 
concerning giving and receiving, but 
ye only. 

10 For even in Thessalonica ye 
sent once and again unto my neces¬ 
sity. 

17 Not because I desire a gift; hut 
I desire fruit that may abound to 
your account. 

18 But I have all, and abound; I 
am foil, having received of Epaphro- 
ditus the things which were sent from 
yon, an odour of a eweet smell, a 
sacrifice acceptable, well pleasing to 
God. 

19 But my God shall supply all 
yonr need according to his riches in 
glory by Christ Jesus. 

20 Now unto God and our Father 
bo glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

21 Salute every saint in Christ Je¬ 
sus. The brethren which arc with 
me greet you. 

22 All the saints salute you, chiefly 
they that arc of Cteear'e household. 

23 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all. Amen.

thren in Christ which are at Colons^; 
Grace ho unto yon, and peace, from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesns 
Christ. 

3 We give thanks to God and the 
Father of our Lord Jesns Christ, 
praying always for you, 

4 Since we heard of your faith Id 




CHAPTER II. 


22: 


ChriBt Jcbub, and of your love to all 
the Ruin to, 

5 For tho Rope which is laid up for 
you io heaven, whereof yo hoard be¬ 
fore in tho word of tho truth of tho 
gospel; 

6 Which i§ oomo onto you, as in all 
generations of the world ; and briag- 
oth forth fruit, aB it doth also in you, 
Binoe the day ye heard of it, and 
knew the grace of Qod in truth; 

7 Ab ye also learned of Epaphras 
our dear fellow-servant, who is for 
you a fuithful minister of Christ; 

B Who also declared unto us your 
love in tho Spirit. 

9 For thiB oauee we also, since the 
day we hoard it, do not oease to pray 
for you, and to desire that yo might 
be filled with the knowledge of his 
will in all wisdom and spiritual un¬ 
derstanding ; 

10 That ye might walk worthy of 
the Lord unto all pleasing, being 
fruitful in every good work, and in¬ 
creasing in the knowledge of God; 

11 Strengthened with all might, 
according to his glorious power, unto 
all putionco and long-suffering with 
joyfulness ; 

12 Giving thanks unto the Father, 
which hath made ns meet to bo par¬ 
takers of the inheritance of the saints 
in light; 

13 Who hath delivered us from the 
power of darkness, and hath trans¬ 
lated us into the kingdom of his dear 

Son; 

14 In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, even tho forgive¬ 
ness of sins; 

16 Who is the imago of tho invi¬ 
sible God, tho first-born of ovory oroa- 
luro. 

IB For by him were all things ore- 
(uod, that aro in heaven, and that are 
in earth, visiblo and invisible, whethor 
they bo thrones, or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers; all things 
were created by him, and for him ; 

17 And he is bofore all things, and 
by him all things oonsist. 

18 And he is the head of the body, 
the churoh; who is the boginning, 
tho first-born from the dead; that in 
all things ho might have the pre-etnl- 
nenae. 

19 For it pleased the Father that 
In him should all fulness dwell; 


20 And, having made peace through 
the blood of his cross, by him to re¬ 
concile all thiug9 unto himself; by 
him, I say, whether they be things 
in earth, or things in heaven. 

21 And you, that were sometime 
alienated and enemies in your mind 
by wicked works, yot now hath he 
reconciled, 

22 In the body of his flesh through 
death, to present you holy and un¬ 
blamable and unreprovablo in his 
sight; 

23 If ye continue in the faith 
grounded and settled, and be not 
moved away from the hope of the 
gospel, which ye have heard, and 
which was preached to every creature 
which is under heaven; whereof I 
Paul am made a minister; 

24 Who now rejoice in my sufferings 
for you, and fill up that which is be 
hind of tho afflictions of Christ in 
my flesh for his body’s sake, which 
is the ohuroh; 

25 Whereof I am made a minister, 
according to the dispensation of God 
which is given to me for you, to fulfil 
the word of God ; 

26 Even the mystery which hath 
hoen hid from agos and from genera¬ 
tions, but now is made manifest to 
ins saints; 

27 To whom God would make known 
what is tho riohes of the glory of this 
mystery among the Gentiles ; which 
is Christ in you, the hope of glory ; 

28 Whom we preach, warning evory 
man, and teaching every man in all 
wisdom ; that wo may present every 
man porfeot in Christ Jesus; 

29 Whoreunto I also labour, striv¬ 
ing according to his working, whioh 
worketh in me mightily. 

CHAPTER II. 

Nrcsinty of abiding in Ctirist — The, per ton¬ 
ality of Qod — Baptism a burial — Shadows 

of things to gowk. 

OR I would that ye know what 
great confliot I have for you, and 
for them at Laodioea, and for as 
many as have not seen my face in 
the flo9h ; 

2 That their hearts might be com¬ 
forted, being knit together in love, 
and unto all riohes of tho full assurance 
of understanding, to the acknowledg¬ 
ment of tho mystery of Christ, who is 
of God, even the Father; 
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3 Iu whom arc hid all the treasures 
of wisdom and knowledge. 

4 And I his I say, lest any man should 
beguile you with enticing words. 

5 For though I he absent in the 
flesh, yet ain I with you in the spirit, 
joying and beholding your order, and 
the steadfastness of your faith in 
ChriBt. 

6 As ye have therefore received 
Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk yc in 
him; 

7 Rooted and built up in him, and 
established in the faith, as yc have 
been taught, abounding therein with 
thanksgiving. 

8 Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ. 

9 For in him dwcllelh all the fulness 
of the Godhead bodily. 

10 And ye are complete in him, 
which is the head of all principality 
and power; 

11 In whom also ye are circumcised 
with the circumcision made without 
hands, in putting off the body of the 
sine of the flesh by the circumcision 
of Christ; 

12 Buried with him in baptism, 
wherein also ye are risen with him 
through the faith of the operation of 
God, who hath raised him from the 
dead. 

13 And you, being dead in your sins 
and the uncircumcision of your flesh, 
hath ho quickoned together with him, 
having forgiven you all trespasses ; 

14 Blotting out the handwriting of 
ordinances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out of 
the way, nailing it to his cross; 

15 And having spoiled principalities 
and powers, ho made a show of them 
openly, triumphing over them in it. 

10 Let no man therefore judge you 
iu meat, or in drink, or in respect of 
a holyday, or of the new moon, or of 
the sabbath days; 

17 Which are a shadow of things to 
come; but the body is of Christ. 

18 Let no man beguile you of your 
reward in a voluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding into 
those things which ho hath not seen, 
vainly puffed up by his fleshly mind, 

19 And not holding tho Head, from 


which all the body by joints and 
bands having nourishment minister¬ 
ed, and knit together, increasotb with 
the increase of God. 

20 Wherefore if ye be dead with 
Christ from the rudiments of the 
world, why, as though living in the 
world, are ye subject to ordinances, 

21 Which arc after the doctrines 
and commandments of men, who teach 
you to touch not; taste not; handle 
not; all those things which are to 
perish with the using? 

22 Which things have indeed a stow 
of irisdom in will-worship, and humili¬ 
ty, and neglecting the hody as to the 
satisfying the flesh, not in any honour 
to God. 

CHAPTER ILL 

We shrndd seek l he things of God — Exhorta¬ 
tion to mortification, to pul off the old man, 
and to pul on Christ. Charity, humility, 
and other duties. 

I F ye then he risen with Christ, seek 
those things which are above, 
where Christ sitteth on the right band 
of God. 

2 Set your affection on things above, 
not on things on the earth. 

3 For ye are dead, and your life is 
hid with Christ in God. 

4 When Christ, who is our life, shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear with 
him in glory. 

5 Mortify therefore your members 
which aro upon the earth ; fornioa- 
tion, unclcaunesa, inordinate affec¬ 
tion, evil concupiscence, and covet¬ 
ousness, which is idolatry; 

6 For which things’ sake tho wrath 
of God cometh on the children of 
disobedience; 

7 In the which ye also walked 
sometime, when ye lived in them. 

8 But now ye also put off all these; 
anger, wrath, malice, blasphemy, 
filthy communication out of your 
mouth. 

9 Lie not ono to another, seeing that 
ye have put off the old man with hi a 
deeds; 

10 And have pnt on the new man, 
which is renewed in knowledge after 
the image of him that created him ; 

11 Where there is neither Greek 
nor Jew, oircumoision nor unoiroum- 
oision, Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor 
free; bat ChriBt is all, and in all. 

12 Put on therefore, as the eleot of

fcJoii, holy a lid beloved, bowels of 
mercies, kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meekness, lung-suffering ; 

13 Forhcnriug one another, and for¬ 
giving ono anolher, if any limn kavo 
a quarrel against any ; even as Christ 
forgave you, so also do ye. 

14 And above all these things put 
on charity, which is the hond of per- 
fe:tneBS. 

16 And let the peace of Ood rule in 
your hearts, to tno which also ye are 
called in ono body ; and be ye thankful. 

10 Let the word of Christ dwell in 
you richly in all wisdom; teaching 
and admonishing one another in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord. 

17 And whatsoever ye do in word or 
deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and the 
Father by him. 

18 Wives, submit yourselvos unto 
your own husbands, as it is fit in the 
Lord. 

19 Husbands, love your wives, and 
be not bitter agaiust them. 

20 Children, obey your parents in 
all things; for this is well pleasing 
unto the Lord. 

21 Fathers, provoke not your child¬ 
ren to anger, lest they be discouraged. 

22 ServauLs, obey in all things your 
masters according to the flesh; not 
with eye-service, as mon-pleasers;

God ; 

23 And whalsoovor ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord, and not unto 
men ; 

24 Knowing that of the Lord ye 
shall receive the reward of the inherit¬ 
ance ; for ye serve the Lord Christ. 

26 Cut he that dooth wrong Bhall 
receive for tbo w rong whioh he hath 
done ; and there iB no respeot of per¬ 
sons. 

CHAPTER IV. 

fervency in prayer— Walk wisely tanoard 
therm Hull art wilhmjl. 

M ASTERS, givo unto your serv¬ 
ants that whioh is just and 
equal; knowing that ye also have a 
Master in heaven. 

2 Coutinue in prayer, and watob in 
the same with thanksgiving; 

3 Withal praying also for us, that 
God would opon unto us a door of 


m 

utterance, to speak the mystery of 
Christ, for which I am also in hoods ; 

4 That I may make it manifest, as 
T ought to speak. 

5 Walk in wisdom toward them that 
aro without, redeeming the time. 

0 Lot your speech bo always with 
grace, seasoned with salt, that ye 
may know how ye ought to answer 
every man. 

7 All my state shall Tyohicus de- 
olaro unto you, who is a beloved 
brother, and a faithful minister and 
fellow-servant in Lho Lord : 

8 Whom I have sent unto you for the 
same purpose, that he might know 
your estate, and comfort your hearts ; 

9 With Onesimus, a faithful and 
beloved brother, who is one of you. 
They shall make known unLo you all 
things whioh are done here. 

10 Aristarchus my fellow-prisoner 
saluteth you, and Marcus, sister’s eon 
to Barnabas, (touching whom ye re¬ 
ceived commandments; if he oome 
unto you, receive him ;) 

11 And Jesus, which is called Jus¬ 
tus, who are of the oircumcision. 
Those only aro my follow-workers in 
the kingdom of God, whioh have 
been a comfort unto me. 

12 Epaphras, who is one of you, a 
servant of Christ, saluteth you, always 
labouring fervently for you in prayers, 
that yc may stand perfeot and com¬ 
plete in all the will of God. 

13 For I bear him reoord, that he 
hath a groat zeal for you, and them 
that are in Laodicea, and them in 
Hierapolis. 

14 Luke the beloved physioian, and 
Lomas, greot you. 

15 Salute the brethren whioh are in 
Laodicea, and Nymphaa, and the 
ohuroh which is in his house. 

10 And when this epistle is read 
among you, cause that it be read also 
in the ohuroh of the Laodioeans; and 
that ye likewise read the epistle from 
Laodicea. 

17 And say to Arohippus, Take heed 
to the ministry which thou hast re¬ 
ceived in the Lord, that thou fulfil 
it. 

18 The ealutation by the hand of 
mo Paul. Remember my bonds. 
Qraoo be with you. Amen.

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CHAPTER L 

77k gospel in power—Second coming of 
Cfnist. 

AUL, and Silvanus, and Timo- 
Ihcus, servants of God the Fa¬ 
ther and the Lord Jesus Christ, onto 
the churoh of the Thessalonians; 
grace unto you, and peace from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2 We give thanks alwayB, making 
mention of you all, in our prayers to 
God for you. 

3 Remembering without ceasing 
your work of faith, and labour of 
love, and patience of hope in our 
Lord Jobus Christ, in the sight of 
God and our Father: 

4 Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God. 

5 For our gospel came not unto you 
in word only, but also in power, and 
in the Holy Ghost, and in much as¬ 
surance; as ye know what manner 
of men we were among you for your 
sake. 

6 And ye became followers of us, 
and of the Lord, having received the 
word in much affliction, with joy of 
the Holy Ghost; 

7 So that ye were enaamples to all 
that believe in Macedonia and Achaia. 

8 For from you sounded out the 
word of the Lord not only in Mace¬ 
donia and Achaia, but also in every 
place your faith towards God is 
spread abroad; so that we need not 
to speak any thing. 

9 For they themselves show of us 
what manner of entering in we had 
unto you, and how ye turned to God 
from idols to Berve the living and 
true God ; 

10 And to wait for his Son from 
heaven, whom he raised from the 
dead, even Jesus, which delivered us 
from the wrath to come. 

CHAPTER LL 

The manner of Find’s ministrations— The 
arming of Christ. 

OR yourselves, brethren, know 
our entrance in unto you, that it 
was not in vain ; 

2 But even after that we had suf¬ 
fered before, and we^e shamefully 


entreated, as ye know, at Philippi, 
we were bold in our God to speak 
nnto you the gospel of God with 
much contention. 

3 For our exhortation wo® not of de¬ 
ceit, nor of uncleanness, nor in guile ; 

4 But as we were allowed of God tc 
be put in trust with the gospel, even 
so we speak ; not as pleasing men,, 
but God, which trieth our hearts. 

5 For neither at any time U9ed we 
flattering words, as yo know, nor a 
cloak of covetousness; God is witness; 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, 
neither of you, nor yet of others, 
when we might have been burden¬ 
some, as the apostles of Christ. 

7 But we were gentle among you, 
even as a nurse eherisheth her chil¬ 
dren^; 

8 So being affectionately desirous 
of you, we were willing to have im¬ 
parted unto you, not the gospel of 
God only, but also our own souls, be¬ 
cause ye were dear unto us. 

9 For ye rememher, brethren, our 
labour and travail; for labouring 
Dight and day, because we would not 
be chargeable unto any of you, we 
preached unto you the gospel of God, 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God also, 
how holily and justly and unblama- 
bly we behaved ourselves among you 
that believe; 

11 As ye know how we exhorted 
and comforted and charged every one 
of you, as a father doth his ohiHren, 

12 That ye would walk worthy of 
God, who hath called you unto his 
kingdom and glory. 

13 For this cause also thank we 
God without ceasing, because, when 
ye received the word of God which 
ye heard of us, ye received it not as 
the word of men, but, as it is in truth, 
the word of God, which effectually 
worketh also in yon that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became follow¬ 
ers of the churches of God which in 
J udea are in Christ Jesus ; for ye also 
have Buffered like things of your own 
oountrymon, even as they have of the 
Jews: 

15 Who both killed the Lord Jesus,

and their own prophets, and have 
persecuted us ; and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all men ; 

lfl Forbidding us to speak to the 
Gentiles that they might bo saved, to 
fill up thoir sins always; for the 
wrath is ooming upon them to the 
uttermost. 

17 But we, brethren, being taken 
from you for a short time in presenoe, 
not in heart, endeavoured the more 
attidnntly to see your face with 
great desire. 

18 Wherefore wo would have oome 
into you, even I Paul, once and 
again; but Satan hindered us. 

19 For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even 
ye in the presenoe of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at his coming ? 

20 For ye are our glory and joy. 

CHAPTER III. 

Paul testify h hii love—The coming of Christ. 

W HEREFORE whon wo could no 
longer forbear, we thought it 
good to be left at Athens alone; 

2 And sent Timotheus, our brother, 
and minister of God, and our fellow- 
labouror in the gospel of Christ, to 
establish you, and to comfort you 
concerning your faith ; 

3 That no man should be moved by 
these afflictions; for yourselves know 
that wo are appointed thereunto. 

4 For verily, when we wero with 
you, we told you before that wo should 
suffer tribulation; even as it came to 
pass, and ye know. 

5 For this oause, when I could no 
longer forbear, I sent to know your 
faith, lest by some means the tempter 
have temptod you, and our labour be 
in vain. 

0 But now whon Timotheus oame 
from you unto us, and brought us 
good tidings of your faith and charity, 
and that yo have good remembrance 
:>f us always, desiring greatly to Bee 
us, as we also to see you; 

7 Therefore, brethron, we were com¬ 
forted over you iu all our affliction 
and distress by your faith ; 

8 For now wo live, if ye stand fast 
in the Lord. 

9 For what thanks can wo render 
to God again for you, for all the joy 
wherewith we joy for your sakes be¬ 
fore our Goa ; 

10 Night and day praying exoeed- 
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ingly that wo might see your face, 
and might perfect lhat whieh is lack¬ 
ing in your faith? 

11 Now God himself and our Fa¬ 
ther, and our Lord Jesus Christ, di¬ 
rect our way unto you. 

12 And the Lord make you to in- 
oreaso and abound in love one toward 
another, and toward all men, even as 
we do toward you ; 

13 To the end he may stabli.sh your 
hearts unblamable in holiness before 
God, even oar Father, At the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ with all his 
saints. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Holiness enjoined—The resurrection—Tfu 
second coming of Christ. 
URTHERMORE then wc besoeoh 
you, brethren, and exhort you by 
the Lord Jesus, that as ye have re- 
1 ceived of us how ye ought to walk 
and to please God, so ye would 
abound more and more. 

2 For ye know what command¬ 
ments we gave you by the Lord 
Jesus. 

3 For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should 
abstain from fornication; 

4 That every one of you should know 
howto possess his vessel in Banotifioa- 
tion and honour; 

5 Not in the lust of concupiscence, 
even as the Gentiles which know not 
God; 

6 That no mnn go beyond and de¬ 
fraud his brother in any matter; be¬ 
cause that the Lord is the avenger of 
all such, aB we also havo forewarned 
you and testified. 

7 For God hath not called ns unto 
uncleanness, but unto holiness. 

8 He therefore that despiseth, de- 
spisoth not man, but God, who hath 
also given unto us his Holy Spirit. 

9 But as touohing hrotherly love ye 
need not that I write unto you; for 
ye yourselves are taught of God to 
love one another. 

10 And indeed ye do it toward all 
the brethron which are in all Mace¬ 
donia ; but we beseech you, brethren, 
that yc increase more and more ; 

11 And that yc study to be quiet, 
and to do your own basinesB, and te 
work with your own hands, as we 
commanded you; 

12 That ye may walk honestly to 
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ward them that are without, and that 
ye may have lack of nothing. 

13 Hut I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
which arc asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
oven as others which have no hope. 

14 For if wo believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with him. 

15 For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that they who are 
alive at the coming of the Lord, shall 
not prevent them who remain unto 
the coming of the Lord, who are 
asleep. 

16 For tho Lord himself shall de¬ 
scend from heaven with a shoot, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God; and tho dead in 
Christ shall riBO first; 

17 Then they who are alive, shall 
be caught up together into the clouds 
with them who romain, to meet the 
Lord in the air; and so Bh&ll we be 
ever with the Lord. 

18 Wherefore comfort one another 
with these wordB. 

CHAPTER V. 

ChrCsCs tteond arming—Precepts of right- 
eoumeu. 

B UT of the times and the seasons, 
brethren, yo have no need that I 
write unto you. 

2 For yourselves know perfectly that 
Lbo day of the Lord so oorneth as a 
thief in the night. 

3 For when they shall say, Peace 
and safety ; then sudden destruction 
oorneth upon them, as travail upon a 
woman with child; and they shall 
not esoape. 

4 But ye, brethren, are not in dark¬ 
ness, that that day should overtake 
you as a thief. 

6 Ye are all the ohildren of light, 
and the children of the day; we are 
not of the night, nor of darknoss. 

6 Therefore let ns not sleep, as do 
others ; hut let us watoh and be sober. 
7 For they that sleep sleep in the 
night; and they that be drunken are 
drunken in the night. 

8 But let us, who are of the day, be 
sober, putting on the hreastplate of 


faith aDd love ; and for a helmet, the 
hope of salvation. 

0 For God hath not appointed us In 
wrath, but to obtain sslvalion by out 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

10 Who died for us, that, whether 
we wake or sleep, wo should live to¬ 
gether with him. 

11 Wherefore comfort yourselves to¬ 
gether, and edify one another, even 
as also ye do. 

12 And we heseeoh you, brethren, 
to know them which labour among 
you, and are over you in the Lord, 
and admonish you; 

13 And to esteem them very highly 
in love for their work's sake. And ho 
at peace among yourselves. 

14 Now we exhort you, brethren, 
warn them that are unruly, comfort 
the feeble-minded, support the weak, 
be patient toward all men. 

15 See that none render evil for evil 
unto any man ; hut ever follow that 
which is good, both among yourselves, 
and to all men. 

16 Rejoice evermore. 

17 Pray without ceasing. 

18 In everything give thanks; for 
this is the will of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not prophesyings. 

21 Prove all things; hold last that 
which is good. 

22 Abstain from all appearance of 
evil. 

23 And the very God of peace eano 
tify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and hody 
be preserved blameless unto the com¬ 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

24 Faithful is he that oalleth you 
who also will do it. 

25 Brethren, pray for ue. 

26 Greet all the brethren with ■ 
holy salutation. 

27 I oharge you hy the Lord, tha* 
this epistle be read unto all the holy 
brethren. 

28 The peace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you. Amen. 

f The first epistle onto the ThtsalonUna 
was written from Athens. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Rett at ChrisCs second coming—Destruction 
of the wicked. 

AUL, and Sylvanus, and Timo- 
thcus, the sorvants of God the 
Futhcr and our Lord Jesus Christ, 
unto the church of tho Thessalo- 
niftna ; 

2 Grace unto you, and peace, from 
God our Fathor and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

3 We are bound to thank God always 
for you, brethren, aB it ia meet, be¬ 
cause that your faith groweth ex¬ 
ceedingly, and the charity of every 
ono of you all toward each other 
aboundeth; 

4 So that wo ourselves glory in you 
in the churches of God, for your pa¬ 
tience and faith in all your persecu¬ 
tions and tribulations that ye onduro; 

5 Which in u manifest token of the 
righteous judgment of God, that ye 
may bo counted worthy of tho king¬ 
dom of God, for which yo also suffer; 

6 Seeing it is a righteous thing 
with God to recompense tribulation 
to them that trouble you; 

7 And to you who are troubled 
rest with us, when tho Lord Jesus 
shall ho revealed from heaven with 
his mighty angols, 

8 In Qaming fire taking vengeance 
on them that know not God, and that 
obey not the goBpol of our Lord Je¬ 
sus Christ; 

9 Who shall be punished with de¬ 
struction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his ever¬ 
lasting power; 

10 When he shall coino to be glori¬ 
fied in his saints, and to be admired 
in all them that believe (because our 
testimony among you was believed) 
in Ibat day. 

11 Whoreforo also we pray always 
for you, that our God would count 
you worthy of this calling, and fulfil 
all tho good pleasuroof his goodness, 
and the work of faith with power; 

12 That the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ may bo glorifiod in you, 
and ye in him, according to the grace 
of our God and tho Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


CHAPTER II. 

The apostasy, and the man of rin. 

OW we beseech you, brethren, 
by the coming of our Lord Je¬ 
sus Christ, and by our gathering to¬ 
gether unto him, 

2 That ye bo not soon shaken in 
mind, or be troubled by letter, ex¬ 
cept ye receive it from us; neither 
by spirit, or by word, as that the day 
of Christ is at hand. 

3 Lot no man deceive you by any 
means; for there shall come a fall¬ 
ing away first, and that man of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition; 

4 Who opposeth and oxalteth him¬ 
self above all that is callod God, or 
that is worshipped; so that he as 
God silteth in the temple of God, 
showing himself that ho is God. 

5 Remember ye not, that, when I 
was yet with you, I told you these 
things 7 

6 And now ye know what with- 
lioldeth that he might be revealed in 
his time. 

7 For the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work, and ho it is who now 
worketh, and Christ suffereth him to 
work, until the time is fulfilled that 
he shall bo taken out of the way. 

8 And thon shall that wicked one 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall 
oonsume with tho spirit of his mouth, 
and shall dostroy with tho brightness 
of his coming. 

9 Yea, tho Lord, even Jesus, whose 
coming is not until after there oometh 
a falling away, by the working of 
Satan with all power, and signs and 
lying wonders, 

IP And with all docoivablenees of 
unrighteousness in them that perish; 
because they recoived not the love of 
the truth, that they might be 
saved. 

11 And for this oause God shall 
send them strong delusion, that they 
should beliove a lie; 

12 That they all might be damned 
who believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness. 

13 But we are bound to give thanks 
always to God for you, brethren be¬ 
loved of the Lord, because God hath

from the beginning ohosen you to sal¬ 
vation through sanctification of the 
Spirit and belief of the truth ; 

14 Whoreunto he called you by our 
gospel, to the obtaining of the glory 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

15 Therefore, brethren, stand fast, 
md hold the traditions which ye 
have been taught, whether by word, 
or our epistle. 

16 Now our Lord Jesus Christ 
himself, and God, oven our Father, 
which hath loved us, and hath given 
us everlasting consolation and good 
hope through grace, 

17 Comfort your hearts, and stab- 
lish you in overy good word and work. 

CHAPTER HI. 

Ftaui craveih their prayers /nr hivudf—In¬ 
dustry enjoined — Evil company to be 
avoided. 

F INALLY, brethren, pray for us, 
that the word of the Lord may 
have free course, and be glorified, 
even as it is with you ; 

2 And that we may bo delivered 
from unreasonable and wicked men ; 
for all men have not faith. 

3 But the Lord is faithful, wbo shall 
stablish you, and keep you from evil. 

4 And we have confidence in the 
Lord touching you, that ye both do 
and will do the things which we 
oommand you. 

5 And the Lord direct your hearts 
into the love of God, and into the 
patient waiting for Christ. 

fl Now we oommand you, brethren, 
in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye withdraw yourselves from 
every brother that walketh disorder¬ 
ly, and not after the tradition which 
he received of us. 


7 For yourselves know how y# 
ought to follow ua; for we bchave-l 
not ourselves disorderly among you; 

8 Neither did we eat any man'i 
bread for naught; hut wrought with 
labour and travail night and day, 
that we might not be chargeable to 
any of you; 

9 Not because we have not power, 
but to make OQrsclves an ensample 
unto you to follow us. 

10 For even when we were with you, 

this we commanded you, that if any 
would not work, neither should he 
£at. "• 

I Tfl For we hear that there are somc^ 
which walk among you disorderly* 
'working not at all, but are busy4 
bodies. ; 

Yl Now them that are such w- 
command and exhort by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that with quietness 
they work, and eat their own bread. 

13 But ye, brethren, be not weary 
in-well doing. 

14 And if any man obey not our 
word by this epistle, note that man, 
and have no company with him, that 
he may be ashamed. 

15 Yet count him not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brother. 

16 Now the Lord of peace himself 
give you peace always by all means. 
The Lord be with you all. 

17 The salutation of Paul with 
mine own hand, which is the token 
in every epistle ; so I write. 

18 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all. Amen. 

II The second epistle to the Theasalonlan* 
was written from Athens. 
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CHAPTER I. 

PtiuTs charge to Timothy—The object of the 
law. 

AUL, an apostlo of Jesus Christ 
by the commandment of God 
and the Lord Jesus Christ, our Sa¬ 
viour and our hope ; 

2 Unto Timothy, my own son in 
the faith; Graco, moroy, and peace. 


from God our Father, and Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

3 As I besought thee to abide still 
at Ephesus, when I went into Mace¬ 
donia, that thou mightest charge 
some that thoy teach no other doo- 
trine, 

4 Neither give heed to fableB and 
endless genealogios, -which minister 
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questions, rather than godly edifying 
which ia in faith; ao do. 

5 Now the end of the command¬ 
ment ia charity out of a pure heart, 
and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned; 

0 From which eome having swerved 
have turned aside unto vain jangling; 

7 Desiring to be teachers of the 
tiw; understanding neither what 
they Bay, nor whereof they affirm. 

8 Dut we know that the law is 
good, if a man use it lawfully; 

9 Knowing this, that tho law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for 
the lawless and disobedient, for the 
ungodly and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, for murderers of fathers 
and murdorors of mothers, for man- 
slayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them that 
defile themselves with mankind, for 
men-stoalers, for liars, for perjured 
persone, and if there be any other 
thing that is contrary to sound doc¬ 
trine ; 

11 According to the glorious goBpol 
of the blessed God, which was com¬ 
mitted to my trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for that 
ho counted me faithful, putting me 
into the ministry; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, 
and a persecutor, and injurious; but 
I obtained mercy, because I did it 
ignorantly in unbelief. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was 
exceeding abundant with faith and 
love which is in Christ Jesus. 

15 This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Christ 
Josus camo into tho world to save 
sinners ; of whom I am ohief. 

16 Uowbeit for this cause 1 ob¬ 
tained moroy, that in mo first Jesus 
Christ might show forth nil long-suf¬ 
fering, for a pattern to them which 
should hereafter believe on him to 
life everlasting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, im¬ 
mortal, invisible, the only wise God, 
be honour and glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

18 Tbis charge I commit unto thee, 
son Timothy, aaoordiug to the pro¬ 
phecies which went before on tnee, 
that tbou by them mightest war a 
good warfare ; 


19 Holding faith, aDd a good con 
scionoe; which some having put 
away, concerning faith have made 
shipwreck; 

20 Of whom is Hymeneus and 
Alexander; whom I have delivered 
unto Satan, that they may learn not 
to blaspheme. 

CHAPTER n. 

Pray far all mm—How women thould be air 

_ tired—They are not permitted to teach. 

EXHORT therefore, that, first of 
all, supplioations, prayers, inter¬ 
cessions, and giving thanks, be made 
for all men; 

2 For kings, and for all that are in 
authority ; that wo may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness 
and honesty. 

3 For this is good and acceptable 
in the sight of God our Saviour; 

4 Who is willing to have all men to 
be saved, and to come unto the know¬ 
ledge of the truth which is in Christ 
Jesus, who is the Only Begotten Son 
of God, and ordained to be a Media¬ 
tor betwocn God and man; who is 
one God, and hath power over all 
men. 

5 For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the 
man Christ Jcbus ; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time. 

7 Whercunto I am ordained a 
preacher, and an apostle, (I speak 
the truth in Christ, and lie not,) a 
teacher of the Gentiles in faith and 
verity. 

8 I will therefore that men pray 
everywhere, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, 
with shamefacednoss and sobriety; 
not with braided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or oostly array ; 

10 But (which beoometh women pro¬ 
fessing godliness) with good wonts. 

11 Lot tho women learn in silenoe 
with all subjection. 

12 For I suffer not a woman to 
teach, dot to usurp authority over 
the man, bnt to be in Bilenoe. 

13 For Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deoeivod, 
but the woman being deoeived was 
in the transgression. 
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15 Notwithstanding they shall be 
saved in child-bearing, if they con¬ 
tinue in faith and charity and holi¬ 
ness with sobriety. 

CHAPTER III. 

Of bishops and deacons, and their unotj— 
The, pOlar and ground of the truth. 

T niS is a true Baying, If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
dcsircth a good work. 

2 A bishop then must bo blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, 
soher, of good behaviour, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach; 

3 Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucro; but patient, 
not a brawler, not covetouB; 

4 One that ruloth well his own 
house, having his children in sub¬ 
jection with all gravity; 

5 (For if a man know not how to 
rule his own house, how shall he 
take care of the church of God ?) 

0 Not a novice, lest being lifted 
up with pride he fall into the con¬ 
demnation of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good 
report of them which are without; 
lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise the deacons mnst be 
grave, not double-tongued, not given 
to much wine, not greedy of filthy 
lucre; 

9 Holding the mystery of the faith 
in a pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be proved; 
then let them use the office of a dea- 
oon, being found blameless. 

11 Even so mnst their wives be 
grave, not slanderers, sober, faithful 
in all things. 

12 Let the deacons be the husbands 
of one wife, ruling their children and 
their own houses well. 

13 For they that have used the 
office of a doacon well purchase to 
themselves a good degree, and great 
boldness in the faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

14 These things write I unto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee shortly; 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the churoh of the living 
God. 

10 The pillar and ground of the 
truth is, (and without controversy, 


great is the mystery of godliness,) 
God was manifest in the flesh, justi¬ 
fied in the Spirit, seen of angeh, 
preached unto the Gentiles, believed 
on in the world, received up into 
glory. 

CHAPTER IV. 

/taul fortdlelJt the apostasy—Divers preapU 
of duly. 

N OW the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doc¬ 
trines of devils; 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy; hav¬ 
ing tneir conscience seared as with a 
hot iron; 

3 Forbidding to marry, and com 
manding to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be re¬ 
ceived with thanksgiving of them 
which believe and know the truth. 

4 For every creature of God is 
good, aud nothing to be refused, if 
it Jbe received with thanksgiving; 

5 For it is sanctified by the word of 
God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in re 
membrance of these thiDgs, thou 
ahalt be a good minister of Josus 
Christ, nourished up in the word? 
of faith and of good doctrine, where 
unto thou hast attained. 

7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather 
unto godliness. 

S For bodily exercise profiteth littlo; 
but godliness is profitable unto all 
things, having promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is to 


come. 

9 This is a faithfnl saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour 
and suffer reproach, because we trust 
in the living God, who is the Saviour 
of all men, specially of those that 
believe. 

11 These things oommand and teaolb 

12 Let no man despise thy yonth ; 
but be thou an example of the 
believers, in word, in conversation, 
in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to dootrine. 

14 Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee, whioh was given thee by pro- 
pheey, with the laying on of th* 
hands of the presbytery 
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15 Meditate upon these IhingF; 
give thyself wholly to them; that 
thy profiting may appear to all. 

lfl Take heod unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine; continue in them; for 
In doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and thorn that hear thoe. 

CHAPTER V. 

Rule* to be observed in reproving— Of widows 

—Of elder $—Carefulness in ordinations. 
EBUKE not an elder, but en¬ 
treat him as n father; and the 
youngor men as brethren; 

2 The elder women as mothers; the 
younger as Bisters, with all purity. 

3 Honour widows that are widows 
indeed. 

4 But if any widow have children 
or nephews, let thorn loarn first to 
show piety at home, and to requite 
their parents; for that is good and 
acceptahlo beforo God. 

5 Now she that is a widow indeed, 
and dceolato, trusteth in God, and 
continuoth in supplications and pray¬ 
ers night and day. 

0 But she that liveth in pleasure is 
dead wbilo she liveth. 

7 And these things give in oharge, 
that they may bo blameless. 

8 But if any provide not for his 
own, and specially for those of his 
own house, ne hath denied the faith, 
and is worse than an infidel. 

8 Let not a widow be taken into tho 
number under threescore years old, 
having been tho wife of one man, 

10 Well reported of for good works; 
if she have brought up children, if 
she havo lodged strangers, if she 
have washed the saints’ clothes, if 
she have rolieved tho afflicted, if sbo 
havo diligently followed* every good 
work. 

11 But the youngor widows refuse ; 
for when they have begun to wax 
wanton against Christ, they will 
marry ; 

12 Having damnation, hooause thoy 
have oast off their first faith. 

13 And withal thoy learn to be idle, 
wandering about from house to house; 
and not only idle, but tatllors also 
and busyhodics, speaking things 
whioh they ought not. 

L4 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear ohildren, guide 
tbo house, give none occasion to the 
adversary to speak reproachfully. 


15 For sonic are already turned 
aside after Satan. 

10 If any man or woman that he- 
lieveth havo widows, let thorn relieve 
them, and let not the church be 
oharged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well he 
counted worthy of douhle honour, 
especially they who lahour in the 
word rind doctrine. 

18 For the scripture saith, Thou 
shalt n« . muzzlo the ox that treadeth 
out the corn. And, the labourer is 
worthy of his reward. 

19 Against an elder reoeive not an 
accusation, but before two or throe 
witnesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke hefore all, 
that others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the eleot an¬ 
gels, that thou observe these things 
without preferring one before another, 
doing nothing by partiality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, 
neither bo partaker of other men’s 
sins; keep thyself pure. 

23 Some men's sins are open be¬ 
forehand, going before to judgment; 
and somo men they follow after. 

24 Likewise also the good works of 
some are manifest beforehand; and 
thoy that are otherwise cannot bo hid. 

25 Drink no longer water, but use 
o little wine for thy Btomaoh’s sake 
and thine often infirmities. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Duty of servants—Avoid unwise teachers — 

Godliness is gain—Love of money — Whai 

to fee, and what to follow, and whereof 

to admonish the rich. 

ET as many servants as are under 
tho yoke count their own mas¬ 
ters worthy of all honour, that the 
name of God and his doctrine be not 
blasphemed. 

2 And they that have bolieving 
masters, let Ihom not despise them, 
because they are brethren; but rather 
do them servioo, beoause thoy are 
faithful and boloved, partakers of 
the benefit. These things teaoh and 
exhort. 

3 If any man teaoh otherwise, and 
oonBent not to wholesome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and to the dootrine whioh is accord¬ 
ing to godliness * 
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4 He is proud, knowing nothing, but 
dotin-g about questions and strifes of 
words, whereof cometh envy, strife, 
railings, evil surmisings, 

5 Perverse disputings of men of 
corrupt minds, and destitute of the 
truth, supposing that gain is godli¬ 
ness; from such withdraw thyself. 

6 But godlinees with contentment ie 
great gain. 

7 For we brought nothing irito this 
world, and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. 

8 And having food and raiment, let 
oe he therewith content. 

9 But they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into 
many foolish and hurtful lustB, which 
drown men in destruction and per¬ 
dition. 

10 For the love of money is the 
root of all evil; which while some 
coveted after, they have erred from 
the faith, and pierced themselves 
through with many sorrows. 

11 But thou, 0 man of God, flee 
these things; and follow after right¬ 
eousness, godliness, faith, love, pa¬ 
tience, meekness, 

12 Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto 
thou art also called, and hast pro¬ 
fessed a good profession before many 
witnesses. 

13 1 give thee charge in the sight 
of God, who quickcneth all things, 
and before Christ Jesus, who before 


Pontius Pilate witnessed a good cob 
fesaion; 

14 That thou keep this command 
ment without spot, unrehukable, 
until the appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; 

15 Which in his times he shall 
show, who is the blessed and only 
Potentate, the King of kings, and 
Lord of lords, to whom be honour 
and power everlasting; 

16 Whom no man hath seen, nor 
can see, unto whom no man can ap¬ 
proach, only he who hath the ligM 
and the hope of immortality dwelling 
in him. 

17 Charge them that are rich in 
this world, that they he not high 
minded, nor trust in uncertain riches, 
hat in the living God, who giveth ui 
richly all things to enjoy; 

18 That they do good, that they be 
rich in good workB, ready to distri 
bute, willing to communicate; 

19 Laying up in store for them¬ 
selves a good foundation against the 
time to come, that they may lay hold 
on eternal life. 

20 0 Timothy, keep that which i< 
committed to thy trust, avoiding pro¬ 
fane and vain babblings, aod oppo 
sitions of science falsely so called ; 

21 Which some professing have 
erred concerning the faith. Grace 
be with thee. Amen. 

The first to Timothy was written from 
Laodicea, which la the chiefesl city 
of Phrygia Pacatiana. 


THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO 

TIMOTHY. - 


CHAPTKR I. 

Ptouri love to Timothy—He if exhorted to 
per gist in the form and truth of that doc¬ 
trine which he had learned. 

AUL, an npostle of Jesus Christ 
by tho will of God, according to 
the promise of life whioh is in Christ 
Jesus, 

2 To Timothy, my dearly beloved 
sou; Grace, and mercy, and peace, 
from God the Father and Christ 
Josus our Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from 
my forefathers with pure ooDscicnce, 
diat without oeasing I have remcm- 


branoe of tbee in my prayers night 
an d day; 

4 Greatly desiring to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be 
filled with joy; 

5 When 1 call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, whioh 
dwelt first in tby grandmother Lois, 
and thy mother Eunice; and I am 
persuaded that in thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem¬ 
brance, that thou stir up the gift of 
God, which is in thee by the putting 
on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given ua the 
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spirit of fear; bat of power and of 
lAve, And of a sound mind. 

8 De not thou therefore ashamed of 
the testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his prisoner; but bo thou partaker 
of tbe afflictions of the goBpel accord¬ 
ing to the power of God ; 

9 Who hath saved us, and oallod ub 
with a holy calling, not according 
to our works, but aocording to his 
own purpose and grace, whioh was 
given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began; 

10 But is now made manifest by the 
appearing of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought lifo and immortality to light 
through the gospel; 

11 Whereunto I am appointod a 
preacher, and an apostle, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles. 

12 For the whioh cause I also suffer 
these tilings; nevertheless I am not 
ashamed; for I know whom I have 
bolioved, and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep that which I havo 
committed unto him against that 
day. 

13 Hold fast the form of sound 
words, which thou hafll heard of mo, 
iu faith and love which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

14 That good thing which was com¬ 
mitted unto thee keep by the Holy 
Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowost, that all they 
which arc in Asia be turned away 
from mo ; of whom arc Phygellus and 
Hermogencs. 

10 Tho Lord give mercy unto the 
house of Oncsiphorus; for he oft re¬ 
freshed mo, and was not ashamed of 
ray chain ; 

17 Ilut when ho was iu Rome, he 
sought mo out very diligently, and 
found mo. 

18 Tho Lord grant unto him that 
he may find morcy of tho Lord in that 
day; nnd in how many things he 
ministered unto mo at Ephesus, thou 
kDOwest very well. 

CHAPTER II. 

He ii erhortal to corurtancy , pcrsrvcranct, 

and to dundt the word of God aru/ht — 

Thf. foundation of (he Lord « rure — What 

to follow, what to avoid. 
milOU therefore, my sou, be strong 
_L iu the grace that is in CVrist 
Jesus. 


2 And the things that thou hast 
heard of me omong many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful 
men, who shall be able to teaoD 
others also. 

3 Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this life; 
that ho may please him who hath 
chosen him to be a soldier. 

5 And if a man also strive for mas¬ 
teries, he is not crowned, eioept he 
strive lawfully. 

6 The husbandman that laboureth 
must bo first partaker of the fruits. 

7 Consider what I say, and the 
Lord give theo understanding in all 
things. 

8 Remember that Josus Christ of 
the seed of David was raised from 
the dead, acoording to the gospel; 

9 Wherein I suffer trouble, as an 
evil door, even unto bonds; bat the 
word of God is not bound. 

10 Thcreforo I endure all things for 
the elect’s sake, that they may also 
obtain the snlvatioD whioh is in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory. 

11 For this is a faithful saying, If 
we be dead with him, we shall also 
live with him; 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him ; if we deny him, he also 
will deny ub ; 

13 If we believe Dot, yet he abideth 
faithful; he cannot deny himself. 

14 Of these thiDgs put them in re¬ 
membrance, charging them before the 
Lord that they strive not about words 
to no profit, but to the subverting of 
the hearers. 

15 Study to show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vain bab¬ 
blings; for they will increase unto 
more ungodliness. 

17 And their word will eat as doth 
a canker; of whom is Hymeneus and 
Philctus; 

18 Who concerning the truth have 
erred, saying that the resurrection is 
past already ; and overthrow the faith 
of somo. 

19 Nevertheless the foundation of 
God etandeth sure, having this seal. 
The Lord knoweth them that are his 
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And, Let every one that namoth tho 
name of Christ depart from iniquity. 

20 But in a great house thoro aro 
not only vossels of gold and of silver, 
but also of wood and of earth; and 
some to honour, and sumo to dishonour. 

21 If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall bo a vessel unto 
honour, sanctified, and meet for the 
master's uso, and prepared unto every 
good work. 

22 Flee also youthful lusts; but 
follow righteousness, faith, charity, 
peace, with them that call on the 
Lord out of a pure heart. 

29 But foolisn and unlearned ques¬ 
tions avoid, knowing that they do 
gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord 
muBt not strive; but be gentle unto 
all mon, apt to teach, paLient; 

25 In meekness instructing thoso 
that oppose themselves; if God per- 
adventure will give them repentance 
to the acknowledging of the truth ; 

20 And that they may recover them¬ 
selves out of the snare of the devil, 
who are taken captive by him at his 
will. 

CI1APTER III. 

Ptrilt of the. last day*— Apostasy — Use of 
Scripture. 

T HIS know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall oomc. 

2 For men shall he lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blaephemors, disobedient to parents, 
□ntbankful, unholy, 

3 Without natural affection, truco- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of thoso that aro 
good, 

4 Traitors, heady, high-minded, lov¬ 
ers of pleasures more than lovers of 
God; 

5 Having a form of godliness, bat 
denying the power thereof; from 
■uoh turn away. 

0 For of this sort are they which 
creep into houses, and lead captive 
silly women laden with sins, led away 
with divers lusts, 

7 Ever learning, and never able to 
some to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now as Jannes and Jamhros with¬ 
stood Moses, so do these also resist 
tho troth: mon of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith. 

9 But Ihoy shall proceed no further; 


fortheir folly shall be manifest onto a! 1 
men, as theirs also was. 

10 But thou hast fully known my 
doctrine, manner of life, purpose, 
faith, long-suffering, charity,patience, 

11 Persecutions, afflictions, which 
oame unto meat Antioch, at Iconium, 
at Lystra; what persecutions I 
endured; hut out of them all the 
Lord delivered me. 

12 Yea, and all that will lire godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffor persecu¬ 
tion. 

13 For evil mon and soduoen shall 
wax worse and worse, deceiving, and 
being deceived. 

14 But continue thon in the things 
which thou hast learned and hut 
been assured of, knowing of whom 
thou hast learned them ; 

15 And that from a child thou hast 
knowD the holy scriptures, which are 
nble to make thee wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

10 And all scripture given by in 
spiration of God, is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruoliou in righteousness; 

17 That the man of God may be 
perfect, thoroughly furnished unto 
all good works. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Explanalicmj of duty—The apostasy—At 
sura.net of a crerum—Tiust in Ocd. 

I CHARGE those therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and in his 
kingdom ; 

2 Preach the word; be instant in 
season, who are out of season ; re¬ 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all long 
suffering and doctrine. 

3 For the timo will oome when they 
will not endure sound dootrine; hut 
after thoir own lusts shall they heap 
to themselves teachers, having itohing 
ears; 

4 And they shall turn away their 
ears from the truth, and shall he 
turned unto fables. 

5 But watch thou in all things, 
endure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry. 

6 For I am now ready to he offered, 
and the time of my departure it at 
hand. 



CHAPTER rV. 


7 I h;tvo fought u good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept tho 
failh ; 

8 Henceforth there it) laid up forme 
a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give 
me at that day; and not to me only, 
but unto all them also that love his 
appearing. 

9 Do thy diligence to come shortly 
onto me; 

10 For Dcmns hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world, and 
is departed udIo Thessalouica; Cres- 
oeos to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 

11 Only Luke is with me. Take 
Mark, and bring him with thee; for 
he is profitable to me for the ministry. 

12 And Tyehicus have I sent to 
Ephesus. 

13 The cloak that I left al Troas 
with Carpus, when Lhou oomest, 
bring with thee, and tho books, but 
especially the parchments. 

14 Alexander the ooppersmith did 
mo much ovil; tho Lord Toward him 
according to his works; 

15 Of whom be thou ware; for ho 
hath greatly withstood our words. 

16 Al my iirBt answer no man stood 
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with me, but all men forsook me; 1 
pray God that it may not be laid to 
their chargo. 

17 Notwithstanding the Lord stood 
with me, and strengthened me; that 
hy me the preaching might be fully 
known, and that all the Gentiles 
might hear; aDd I was delivered out 
of the mouth of the lion. 

18 And the Lord shall deliver me 
from every ovil work, and will pre¬ 
serve me anto his heavenly kingdom ; 
to whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

19 Salute Prisca and Aquila, and 
the household of Oncsiphorus. 

20 Erastus ahode at Corinth ; but 
Trophimus have I left at Milctum 
sick. 

21 Do thy diligence to come before 
winter. Eubulus greeteth thee, and 
Pudene, and Linus, and Claudia, and 
all the brethren. 

22 The Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you, and grace bo with you all. Amen. 

f Tho second epistle unto Tlmolheiu, 
ordained the first bishop of the church 
of the Ephosiune, was written from 
Rome, when Paul was brought befor* 
Nero the second time. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO 

TITUS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Promise of eternal life — Ordinatirm. of eld¬ 
ers, qualification of bishops—Evil teach¬ 
ers to be stopped. 

AUL, a servant of God, and an 
aposllo of Jesus Christ, accord¬ 
ing to tho faith of God’s elect, and 
the acknowledging of the truth which 
is after godliness; 

2 In hope of eternal life, which God, 
that cannot lie, promised before tho 
world began; 

3 But hath in duo times manifested 
his word through preaching, which 
li oommitted unlo ine according to the 
oommandmont of God our Saviour; 

4 To Titus, rnino own 6on after the 
common faith; Grace, mercy, and 
peace, from God the Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

6 For this cause loft I thee in Crete, 
‘hat thou shouldest set in order the 


things that are wanting, and ordain 
elderB in every city, as I had ap¬ 
pointed thee; 

6 If any bo blameless, the husband 
of one wife, having faithful children 
not accused of riot or unruly. 

7 For a bishop must bo blameless, 
us the steward of God; not solf-will- 
ed, not soon angry, not given to 
wine, no striker, not given to filthy 
lucre; 

8 But a lover of hospitality, a lover 
of good mon, sober, just, holy, tem¬ 
perate ; 

9 Holding fast the faithful word 
as be hath been taught, that ho may 
ho able by Bound dootrino both to 
exhoxt and to ccnvinoe tho gain¬ 
say era. 

10 For tkore arc many unruly and 
vain talkers and deoeivers, speoially 
they of th o oiroumoision , 
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11 Whose mouths must be stopped, 
who aubvort whole houses, teaching 
things which they ought not, for 
filthy lucre’s sake. 

12 One of themselves, even a pro¬ 
phet of their own, said, The Cretians 
are always liars, evil beaBta, slow 
bellies. 

13 This witness \a true. Wherefore 
rebake them sharply, that they may 
be sound in the faith; 

14 Not giving heed bo Jewish fables, 
and oommandmenta of men, that turn 
from the truth. 

15 Unto the pure, let all things be 
pure; but unto them who are defiled 
and unbelieving, nothing is pure; 
but even their mind and oonsoience 
is defiled. 

16 They profess that thoy know 
God; but in works they deny him, 
being abominable, and disobedient, 
and unto every good work reprobate. 


CHAPTER II. 

Direction* for doctrine and life—The duty 
of saints—Second coming of Christ. 

B UT speak thou the things which 
become sound doctrine; 

2 That the aged men bo sober, grave, 
temperate, sound in faith, in charity, 
in patience. 

3 The aged women, likewise, that 
they be in behaviour as becomelh 
holiness, not false aocusers, not giv¬ 
en to much wine, teachers of good 
things; 

4 That they may teach the young 
women to be sober, to love their 
husbands, to lovo their childron, 

5 To be disoreet, chaato, keopers at 
home, good, obedient to their own 
husbands, that the word of God bo 
not blasphemed. 

6 Young men likewise exhort to be 
sober-minded. 

7 In all things showing thyself a 
pattern of good works; in doctrine 
showing uncorruptnoss, gravity, sin¬ 
cerity, 

8 Sound speeoh, that cannot be con¬ 
demned; tnat be that is of the con¬ 
trary part may be ashamed, having 
no ovil thing to cay of you. 

9 Exhort servants to be obedient 
unto their own mastors, and to please 
them well in all things; not answer¬ 
ing again ; 

10 Not purloining, but showing all 
good fidelity ; that tbey may adorn 


the doctrine of God our Saviour It 
all things. 

11 For the grace of God which 
bringoth salvation to all men, bath 
appeared; 

12 Teaching us that, denying un 
godliness and worldly lusts, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly, 
in this present world; 

13 Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of Ihe 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ; 

14 Who gave himself for us, that 
he might redeem us from all iniquity, 
and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, xealous of good works. 

15 These things speak, and exhort, 
and rehuke with all authority. Lei 
no man despise thee. 

CHAPTER ni. 

Civil rulers to be honoured as suck—Of re- 

generation—Duties of saints—Of heretics. 

P UT them in mind to be subject to 
priucipalities and powers, to obey 
magistrates, to bo ready to every goud 
work, 

2 To speak evil of no man, to be 
no brawlers, but gentle, showing atl 
meekness unto all men. 

3 For we ourselves also were some¬ 
time foolish, disobedient, deceived, 
sorving divers lusts and pleasures, 
living in malice and envy, hateful, 
and hating one another. 

4 But after that the kindness and 
love of God our Saviour toward man 
appeared, 

5 Not by works of righteousness 
which we bavu done, but according 
to his mercy be saved us, by the 
washing of regeneration, and renew 
ing of tho Holy Ghost; 

6 Which he shed on us abundautly 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour; 

7 That being justified by his grace, 
wo should he made heirs according to 
the hope of eternal life. 

3 This is 8 'nilliful saying, and these 
things 1 will that thou affirm con 
slantly, that they which have be¬ 
lieved in God might bo careful to 
maintain good works. These thingi 
aro good and profitable unto men. 

9 But avoid foolish questions, and 
genealogies, and contentions, and 
strivings about tho law; for they 
are unprofitable and vain. 

10 A mnu that is a heretic, after 



CHAPTER III. 


Lhe first and second admonition, re- 

ject; 

11 Knowing thal he that is such is 
subverted, and smooth, being con¬ 
demned of himself. 

12 When 1 shall send Artemas onto 
theo, orTychicua, be diligent to come 
unto me to Nicopolia ; for I have de¬ 
termined there to winter. 

13 Bring Zenaa the lawyer and 
Apolloa on their journey diligently, 
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that nothing be wanting unto 
them. 

14 And lot ours also learn to main¬ 
tain good works for necessary uses, 
that they bo not unfruitful. 

16 All that are with me salute thoe. 
Greet them that love ua in the faith. 
Grace be with you all. Amen.

PHILEMON. 


Master and servant one in Christ. 
AUL, a prisoner of Josua Christ, 
and Timothy our brother, unto 
Philemon our dearly beloved, and 
fellow-lubouror, 

2 And to our heloved Apphia, and 
Archippus our fellow-soldier, and to 
the church in tby house; 

3 Grace to yon, and peace from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
ChriBt. 

4 I thank my God, making men¬ 
tion of thee alwayB in my prayers, 

5 flooring of thy love and faith, 
whioh thou hast toward the Lord 
Jesus, and toward all saints; 

6 That tho communication of thy 
faith may become effectual by the 
acknowledging of every good thing 
whioh is in you in Christ Josus. 

7 For wo luivu great joy and conso¬ 
lation in thy luvo, bccauso the bowolB 
of the saints are refreshed by thee, 
brother. 

8 Wherefore, though I might be 
muoh bold in Christ to enjoin thee 
that which is convenient, 

9 Yet for love's sake I rather be¬ 
seech thee, boing such a one as Paul 
the aged, and now also a prisoner of 
Jesus Christ. 

10 I beseech thee for my son One- 
simus, whom 1 have begotten in my 
bonds; 

11 Whioh in time past was to theo 
unprofitable, but now profitable to 
thee and to mo ; 

12 Whom I have sont again ; thou 
therefore receive him, that is, mine 
own bowels; 

13 Whom I would have retained 


with me, that in thy stead he might 
have ministered unto me in the bonds 
of the gospel; 

14 But without thy mind would I 
do nothing; that thy benefit should 
not be as it were of necessity, but 
willingly. 

15 For perhaps he therefore depart¬ 
ed for a season, that thou shoiudeBt 
receive him for ever; 

16 Not now aB a servant, bat above 
a servant, a brother beloved, specially 
to me, but how muoh more unto thee, 
hoth in the flesh, and in the Lord 7 

17 If thou count me therefore a 
partner, receive him as myself. 

18 If he hath wronged thee, or 
oweth thee aught, pat that on mine 
account; 

19 I Paul have written it with 
mine own hand, I will repay it; 
albeit I do not say to thee how thon 
owest onto me even thine own self 
besides. 

20 Yon, brother, let me have Joy of 
thee in the Lord; refresh my bowels 
in the Lord. 

21 naving confidence In thy obe¬ 
dience I wrote unto tboe, knowing 
that thou wilt also do more than I say. 

22 But withal prepare mo also a 
lodging; for I trust that through 
your prayers I shall be given unto you. 

23 There salute thee Epaphras, my 
fellow-prisoner in Christ Jesus; 

24 Marcus, Aristarchus, Demas, 
Luoas, my follow-labourers. 

25 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you. Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

HEBREWS. 


CHAPTER I. 

The per tonality of God—(Thrift preferred 

above the angels—The heaven and earth to 

be changed. 

OD, who at Gundry times and in 
divcrB manners spake in time 
past unto the fathers by the prophets, 

2 Hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he hath 
appointed heir of all things, by whom 
also ho made the worlds; 

3 Who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of his 
person, aDd upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he had 
by himself purged our sins, sal down 
on the right hand of the Majesty on 
high; 

A Being mado so much better than 
the angels, as he hath by inheritance 
obtained a more excellent name than 
they. 

5 For unto which of the angels said 
he at any time, Thou art my Son, 
this day have I bogotten thee? And 
again, I will be to him a Father, and 
he shall be to me a Son ? 

6 And again, when he bringeth in 
the firet-begotten into the world, ho 
saith, And let all the angels of God 
worship him, who maketh his minis¬ 
ters as a flame of fire. 

7 And of the angels he saith, Angels 
are ministering spirits. 

8 But unto the Son ho saith, Thy 
throne, 0 God, is for ever and ever; 
a scoptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom. 

9 Thou hast loved righteousness, 
and hated iniquity; therefore God, 
even thy God, hath anointed thee 
with the oil of gladness above thy 
fellows. 

10 And, Thou, Lord, in the begin¬ 
ning hast laid the foundation of the 
earth ; and the heavens are the works 
of thine hands. 

11 They shall perisb, but thou re- 
mainest; and they all shall wax old 
as doth a garment; 

12 And as a vesture shall thou fold 
them up, and they shall be changed ; 
bot thou art tho same, and thy years 
■Kail not fail. 

U% 


13 But to which of the angels said 
ho at any time. Sit on my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy foot¬ 
stool ? 

14 Are they not all ministering 
spirits, sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of salva- 
tion ? 

CHAPTER II. 

The world to come — Man's inheritance — In¬ 
fection attained through suffering—Obedi 

aice to Christ enforced from his example.. 
IIEREFORE we ought to give 
the more earnest heed to thp 
things which we have heard, lest at 
any time we should let them slip. 

2 For if the word spoken by angeli 
was steadfast, and every transgres¬ 
sion and disobedience received ajnst 
recompense of reward; 

3 How shall we escape, if we neg¬ 
lect so great salvation ; which at the 
first began to be Rpoken by the Lord, 
and was confirmed unto us by them 
that heard him ; 

4 God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and 
with divers miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, according to his own 
will ? 

5 For unto the angels hath he not 
put in subjeotion the world to come, 
whereof wo Bpeak. 

6 But one in a certain place testi¬ 
fied, saying, What is man, that thou 
art mindful of him? or the son of 
man, that thou visilcst him ? 

7 Thou madcst him a little lower 
than tho angels; thou orownedst him 
with glory and honour, and didst set 
him over tho works of thy hands; 

8 Thou hast put all things id sub¬ 
jection under nis feet. For in that 
he put all in subjection under him, 
he left nothing that is not put under 
him. But now we see not yet all 
things put under him. 

9 But we see Jesus, who was made 
a little lower than the angels for the 
suffering of death, crowned with glory 
and honour; that he by the grace of 
God should ta9te death for every mau. 

10 For it became him, for whom 
are all things, and by whom are aP 



CHAPTER 

things, in bringing many sons unto 
glory, to make the captain of their 
salvation perfect through sufferings. 

11 For both ho that sanctiGcth and 
they who aro sanctified are nil of ono; 
for which cause ho is not ashamed to 
call them brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name 
anto my brethren, in the midBt of 
the ohuroh will I sing praise unto 
thee. 

13 And again, I will put my trust 
in him. And again, Behold I and 
the children which God hath given 
me. 

14 Forasmuch then as the children 
are partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also himself likewise took part of the 
same; that through death ho might 
destroy him that had the power of 
death, that is, the dovil ; 

15 And deliver them, who through 
fear of death wero all their lifetime 
subjocl to bondage. 

16 For verily, he took not ou him 
the likeness of angels; but he took on 
him the seed of Abraham. 

17 Whcrcforo in all things it be¬ 
hooved him to be made like unto bis 
brethron, that ho might bo a merci¬ 
ful and faithful high priest in thinge 
pertaining to God, to make reconci¬ 
liation for the sins of the people. 

18 For in that he himself hath suf¬ 
fered being tempted, ho is able to 
succour them that are tempted. 

CHAPTER in. 

Christ mart worthy titan Afosr.i—Duty to 
hear him. 

W HEREFORE, holy brethren, 
partakers of the heavenly call¬ 
ing, oonsidcr tho Apostle and High 
Priest of our profession, Christ Jesus; 

2 Who was faithful to him that an- 

f (tinted him, as also Mosos was faitn- 
ul in all his house. 

3 For he was counted worthy of 
more glory than Mosos, inaemuoh as 
he who hath builded tho house hath 
more honour than the house. 

4 For every house is builded by 
some man; but ho that built all 
things is God. 

5 And Moses vorily was faithful in 
ol) his houso as a servant, for a testi¬ 
mony of those things which woro to 
bo spoken after; 

6 But Christ us a son over his own 
house: vxlnpse bouse are we, if we

hold fast the confidence and tho re¬ 
joicing of tho hope firm unto the end. 

7 Whcreforo as the Holy Ghost 
saith, To-day if ye will hear his voice, 

8 Harden not your hearts, as in the 
provocation, in tho day of temptation 
in tho wilderness ; 

9 When your fathers tempted me, 
proved mo, and saw my works forty 
years. 

10 Whorofore I was grieved with 
that generation, and said, They do 
always err in thoir heart; and they 
have not known my ways. 

11 So I swaro in my wrath, They 
shall not enter into my rest. 

12 Tako hood, brethren, lost there 
be in any of you an evil heart of un¬ 
belief, in departing from the living 
God. 

13 But exhort oue another daily, 
while it is calle'd To-day; leBt any 
of you bo hardened through the de- 
coitfulnoss of sin. 

14 For wo aro made partakors of 
Christ, if wc hold the beginning of 
our confidonoe steadfast unto the 
end; 

15 Whilo it is said, To-day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation. 

16 For some, when they had heard, 
did provoke; howbeit not all that 
came out of Egypt by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he grieved 
forty years? was it not with them 
that had sinned, whose oaroaeseB fell 
in tho wildorness ? 

18 And to whom swaro ho that they 
should not enter into his rest, but 
to them that helieved not? 

19 So we Boe that they could not 
onter in because of unbelief. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Tftt rest of saints attained by faith — The 
power of God's ward — Our high priest, 
Jesus, the Son of God. 

ET us therefore fear, lost, a pro- 
miso being left us of entering 
into hin rest, any of you should seem 
to como short of it. 

2 For unto us was the rest preached, 
as well as unto them ; but the word 

roaohod did not profit them, not 
oing mixed with faith iQ them that 
heard it. 

3 For we who have believed do 
enlor into rest, as he Baid, As I have 
sworn in my wrath, If they harden 
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their hearts they shall not enter into 
my rest; also, I have sworn, If they 
will not harden their hearts, they 
shall enter into my rest; although 
the works of God were prepared, (or 
finished,) from the foundation of the 
world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place 
of the seventh day on this wise, And 
God did rest the seventh day from all 
his works. 

5 And in this place again, If they 
harden not their hearts they Bhall 
enter into my rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it rcmainclh that 
some must enter therein, and they to 
whom it was first preached entered 
not in because of unbelief; 

7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, 
saying in David, To-day, after so 
long a timo; as it is said, To-day if 
ye will hear his voice, harden not 
your hearts. 

8 For if Jesus had given them rest, 
then would he not afterward have 
spoken of another day. 

9 There remainelh therefore a rest 
to the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his 
rest, he also hath ceased from his own 
works, as God did from his. 

11 Let us labour therefore to enter 
into that rest, lest any man fall after 
the same example of unbelief. 

12 For the word of God is quiok, 
and powerful, and sharper than any 
two-edged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of body and 
spirit, and of the joints and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart. 

13 Neither is there any orealuro 
that is not manifest in his sight; but 
all things are naked and opened unto 
the eyes of him with whom we have 
to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
■s hold fast our profession, 

15 For we have not a high priest 
which cannot be touched with the 
reeling of our infirmities ; but was 
<n all points tempted like as we are, 
fet without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly 
onto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain meroy, and find grace to 
help in time of need. 


CHAPTER V 
Of the priesthood. 

F OR every high priest taken from 
among men is ordained for men 
in things pertaining to God, that he 
may offer both gifts and sacrifices for 
Bins; 

2 Who can have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out 
of the way; for that he himself also 
is compassed with infirmity. 

3 And by reason hereof he ought, 
as for the people, so also for himself 
to offer for sins. 

4 And no man taketh this honou. 
unto himself, but he that is called of 
God, as was Aaron. 

5 So also Christ glorified not him¬ 
self to be made a high priest; but he 
that said unto him. Thou art my Son, 
to-day haro I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another place, 
Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Mclchiscdec. 

7 (Who in the days of his flesh, 
when he had offered up prayers and 
supplications with Btrong crying and 
tears unto him that was able to save 
him from death, and was heard in 
that he feared; 

8 Though he were a son, yet learn¬ 
ed he obedience by the things which 
he suffered.) 

9 And heing made perfect, he be¬ 
came the author of eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey him; 

10 Called of God a high priest after 
the order of Mclchiscdec. 

11 Of whom we have many things 
to say, and hard to be ottered, Beeing 
ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye onght 
to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again which be tho 
first principles of the oracles of God; 
and are become such as have need 
of milk, and not of strong moat. 

13 For every one that useth milh 
is unskilful in the word of righteous¬ 
ness ; for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even thoso 
who by reason of use have their senses 
exercised to discern both good and evil. 


CnAPTRR VI. 

Principles of the doctrine of Christ—The rr- 
stitution—The surety of Qot f* promise. 

T HEREFORE not leaving theprin- 
oiplos of the dootrine of Christ, 
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CHAPTER VII. 


let us go on unto perfection ; not lay¬ 
ing again the foundation of repent¬ 
ance from dead works, and of faith 
toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, of 
laying on of hands, and of the resur¬ 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment. 

3 And we will go on unto perfection 
If God permit. 

4 For ho hath made it lmpossiblo 
for those who were once enlightened, 
and have tasted of the heavenly gift, 
and wore made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost, 

5 And have tastod the good word 
of God, and the powers of the world 
to oome, 

6 If they shall fall away, to he re¬ 
newed again unto repontance; see¬ 
ing they crucify unto themselves the 
Son of God afresh, and put him to 
an open shame. 

7 For the day oometh that the earth 
which drinkclh in the rain that oom¬ 
eth oft upon it, and bringoth forth 
herbs meet for them who dwelleth 
theroon, by whom it is dressed, who 
now recoivoth blessings from God, 
Bhall be oleansed with Are. 

8 For tbat which boaroth thorns 
and briers is rejected, and is nigh 
unto oursing; therefore they who 
bring not forth good fruits, shall be 
oast into the fire; for thoir end is to 
be burnod. 

9 But, beloved, wo are persuaded of 
better things of you, and things that 
uooompany salvation, though wo thus 
speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous, 
therefore ho will not forgot your work 
and labour of love, which yc have 
showed toward his name, in that yo 
have ministered to the saints, and do 
minister. 

11 And wo desire that every ono of 
you do show the same diligonoe to 
the full aseuranoe of hope unto the 
end; 

12 That ye be not slothful, but fol¬ 
lowers of them who through faith 
and pationoe inherit the promises. 

13 For when God mado promise to 
Abraham, beoauso he ooula swear by 
no groatcr, he swaro by himsolf, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will 
bleBS thee, and multiplying I will 
multiply thee. 


15 And so, after he had patiently 
endured, ho obtained the promise. 

1G For men verily swear by the 
greater; and an oath for confirma¬ 
tion is to them an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun¬ 
dantly to show unto the heirs of pro- 
miso the immutability of hie oounsel, 
confirmed it by an oath; 

18 That by two immutable things, 
in which it was impossible for God 
to lie, we might have a strong oon- 
solation, who have fled for rofuge to 
lay hold upon the hope set before 
us; 

19 Which hone we have as an an¬ 
chor of the soul, both sore and stead¬ 
fast, and which entereth into that 
within the veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entored, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of Mel- 
ohisedec. 

C1IAPTKR VII. 

Of the MdcJiiicdtc and Aaronic prustkood 
OR this Melchisodcc, king of 
Salem, priest of the most high 
God, who mot Abraham returning 
from the slaughter of the kings, and 
blessed him ; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by in¬ 
terpretation King of righteousness, 
ana after that also King of Salem, 
which is, King of peace; 

3 For this Melchisedoo was ordained 
a priest after the order of the Son of 
God, which order was without father, 
without mother, without doscont, 
having neither beginning of days, 
nor end of life. And all those who 
are ordained unto this priesthood 
aro made tike unto the Son of God, 
ahiding a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great ♦ his man 
was, unto whom even the patriaroh 
Abraham gave tho tenth of the 
spoils. 

5 Aod verily they that are of tke 
eons of Levi, who receive tho offioe 
of tho priesthood, have a command¬ 
ment to take tithes of tho people 
according to the law, that is, of their 
brolhren, though they oome out of 
the loins of Abraham; 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted from them reoeived tithes 
of Abraham, and blessed him that 
had the promisee. 
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7 And without all aontradiction the 1 
leas is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive 
tithes; but there he reoeiveth them, 
of whom it is witnessed that he 
liveth. 

9 And as I may so Bay, Levi also, 
who reoeiveth tilhcB, paid tithes in 
Abraham. 

10 For ho was yet in the loins of 
his father, when Melchisedeo met 
him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by 
the Levitical priesthood, (for under 
it tho people received the law,) what 
further need was there that another 
priest Bhould rise after tho order of 
Melchiscdec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron ? 

12 For tho priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change 
also of the law. 

13 For he of whom theso things aro 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, 
of which no man gave attendance at 
the altar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe 
Moses spake nothing concerning 
priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident; 
for that after the similitude of Mel- 
chiscdeo there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but after 
the power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art a 
priest for ever after the order of Mel- 
ohisedec. 

18 For thero is verily a disannul¬ 
ling of the oommandment going be¬ 
fore, for the weakness and unprofit¬ 
ableness thereof. 

19 For the law was administered 
without an oath and made nothing 
perfeot, but was only the bringing in 
of a better hope; by tho which we 
draw nigh unto God. 

20 Inasmuch as this high priest was 
not without an oath, by so much was 
Jesus made the surety of a better 
testament. 

21 (For those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him, The 
Lord sware and will not repent. Thou 
art a priest for ever after the order 
of Melohisedeo;) 

22 And they truly were many priosts. 


because they were not suffered to con¬ 
tinue by reason of death; 

23 But this man, because he oon- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

24 Wherefore ho is able also to save 
them to tho uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make intercession for them. 

25 For such an high priest became 
us, who is holy, harmless, ur defiled, 
separate from sinners, and made ruler 
over the heavens; 

26 And not as those high priests 
who offered up sacrifice daily, first 
for their own sins, and then for the 
sins of the people; for ho needeth 
not offer sacrifice for his own sins, for 
he know no sins; but for the sins of 
tho people. And this he did once, 
whon he offered np himself. 

27 For the law maketh men high 
priosts which have infirmity; but the 
word of the oath, which was since 
the law, maketh the Son, who is con¬ 
secrated for evermore. 

CUAPTER VIM. 

Of Ok priesthood—The new covenant. 
OW of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum ; we have 
such a high priest, who is set on the 
right hand of tho throne of the 
Majesty in the heavens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, whioh the Lord 
pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained 
to offor gifts and sacrifices; where¬ 
fore it is of necessity that this man 
have somewhat also to offer. 

4 Therefore while he was on the 
earth, he offered for a sacrifice his 
own life for the sins of the people. 
Now every priest under the law, 
must needs offer gifts, or sacrifices, 
acaording to the law; 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabornacle; for, 
See, saith he, that thou make all 
things aooordiug to the pattern show¬ 
ed to thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellout ministry, by how much also 
he is the mediator of a better cove¬ 
nant, whioh was established upon 
bettor promises. 
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7 For if that first covenant had beon 
faultless, then should no place have 
been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he 
saith, Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will moke a new 
oovenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah ; 

9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers, in tho 
day when I took them by the hand to 
lead thorn out of tho land of Egypt ; 
beoanee they continued not in my 
covenant, and I regarded thorn not, 
saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the oovenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel 
after those days, saith the Lord; I 
will put my laws into their mind, and 
write them in their hearts; and I will 
be to thorn a God, and they shall be 
to me a people; 

11 And they shall not teach ovory 
man his neighbour, and every man 
his brother, saying, Know the Lord; 
for all shall know me, from the least 
to the greatest. 

12 For I will be meroiful to thoir 
unrighteousness, and their sins and 
their iniquities will I remember no 
more. 

13 In that he saith, A new covenant, 
he hath made the first old. Now that 
which deeayeth and waxelh old is 
ready to vanish away, 

CUAPTER IX. 

Ordinances of thr first covenant—Man per¬ 
fected. by the. new covenant. 

I1EN verily the first covenant had 
also ordinances of divine service, 
and a worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle mado; 
tlio first, wherein waa tho candlestick, 
and tho table, and tho show-bread ; 
which is called the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the 
laboruaole whioh is onllod the holiest 
of all; 

4 Whioh had the golden censer, and 
the ark of the oovenant overlaid 
round about with gold, whorein was 
tho golden pot that had manna, and 
Aaron's rod that budded, and the 
tables of the covenant; 

5 And over it the oherubim of glory 
shadowing (he moroy-seat; of whioh 
wo cannot now speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always Into 


the first tabernaole, accomplishing 
the service of God. 

7 But into the second went the high 
priest alone once every year, not 
without blood, whioh ho offered for 
himself, and for the errors of the 
people; 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that this way into the holiest of all 
was not yot made manifest, while as 
yet the first tabernaole was standing; 

9 Whioh was a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
porfect, as pertaining to the oon- 
6oionce; 

10 Which oonsisted only in meats 
and drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
nntil the time of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come a high 
priest of good IhingB to oome, by e 
greater and more perfect tabernacle, 
not mado with hands, that is to say, 
not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in onoo into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the nnolean, sanotifioth to 
the purifying of the flesh ; 

M How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot to 
God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to Berve tho living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the new oovenant, that 
by means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that wore under 
the first oovonant, they which are 
called might receive the promise of 
eternal inheritance. 

10 For where a oovenant is, there 
must also of necessity be the death of 
the victim. 

17 For a oovenant Is of foroe after 
the viotim is dead ; otherwise It is of 
no strength at all while the viotim 
livoth. 

18 Whereupon neither tho first co¬ 
venant was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken 
every preoept to all the people ac¬ 
cording to the law, he took the blood 
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of calves and of goats, with water, 
and aoarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book and all the 
people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
covenant which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled likewise 
with blood both the tabernacle, aod 
all the vessels of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore neccBBary that 
the patterns of thingB in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but 
the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us; 

25 Nor yet that ho should offer him¬ 
self often, as the high priest entcreth 
into the holy place every year with 
blood of others; 

20 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 
world; but now once in the meridian 
of time hath ho appeared to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
onoe to die, hut after this the judg¬ 
ment; 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
hear the sins of many ; and he shall 
appear the second time, without sin 
unto salvation unto Lhem that look 
for him. 

CriAPTER X. 

Tht vxaJcnejs of Ou laxo—Tht tarn fir* of 

Christ — An txhortatxon to hold fast tht 

faith. 

OR the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not the 
very image of the things, can never 
with those sacrifices, which they 
offered continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have 
eeased to be offered? because that 
the worshippers onoe purged should 
have had no more conscience of 
sins. 

3 But in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrnnoo again mado of sins 
every year. 

4 For it is not possible that the 


blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. 

5 Wherefore, when he cometh into 
the world, he saith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a 
body hast thou prepared me; 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices 
for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me) to do thy will, 0 God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and of¬ 
fering for sin thou wouldest not, nei¬ 
ther hadst pleasure therein; which 
are offered by the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, 0 God. Ho taheth away the 
first, that he may establish the second. 

10 By which will we are sanctified 
through the offering once of the body 
of Jesus Christ. 

11 And every priest standelh daily 
ministering ana offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins; 

12 But this man, after he bad offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth to reign until 
hie enemies be made hie footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath per¬ 
fected for ever them that are sane 
tified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Gboet also is 
a witness to ub ; for after that he had 
said before, 

16 This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those daye. 
saith the Lord ; I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them ; 

17 And their Bine and iniquities will 
I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, 
there ie no more offering for ein. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, bold 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which 
he bRth consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having such an high priest 
over the bouse of God ; 

22 Let ue draw near with a true 
heart iu full assurance of faith, bav 
ing our hearts sprinkled from an evil 
conscience, and onr bodies washed 
'with pure water. 
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23 Let uh hold fast tho profession of 
our faith without wavoring; for he 
is faithful that promised; 

24 And let us consider one another 
to provoke unto love and to good 
worlis ; 

25 Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the mannor of 
some is; but exhorting one another; 
and bo muoh the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 

20 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge of 
the truth, there remaincth no more 
sacrifice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall dovour the adversaries. 
29 Ho that despised Mobob' law died 
without meroy undor two or three 
witnesses; 

29 Of how muoh sorer punishment, 
suppose yo, shall be bo thought wor¬ 
thy, who hath trodden undor foot tho 
Bon of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, an unholy thing, and 
hath dono dospito unto the Spirit of 
grace ? 

30 For we know him that hath said, 
Vcngeanoo belongeth unto me, I will 
reoompense, saith the Lord. And 
again, The Lord shall judge his 
people. 

31 It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to rememhranoe the 
former days, in which, aflcr ye were 
illuminated, yo endured a groat fight 
of afflictions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazing-stock both by reproaches and 
afiliotions; and partly, whilst ye be¬ 
came companions of them that wero 
so used. 

34 For yo had compassion of mo in 
my bonds, and took joyfully the spoil¬ 
ing of your goods, knowing in your- 
lolvos that yo have in heaven a hotter 
and an enduring substanoo. 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
confident, which hath groat recom¬ 
pense of reward. 

30 For yo have ncod of palionoe, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, yo might receivotho promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he that 
shall oome will come, and will not 
tarry. 


38 Now the just shall live by faith , 
but if any man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of 
them that believe to the saving of 
the soul. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Fhith and t/ufnsto thrriqf. 

OW faith is the assuranoe of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of tilings not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtained a 
good report. 

3 Through faith we understand 
that tho worlds were framed by the 
word of God, so that things whioh 
are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered onto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, hy 
whioh he obtainod witness that he 
was righteous, God testifying of his 
gifts; and hy it he being doad yet 
Bpeaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had 
translated him; for before his trans¬ 
lation he had this testimony, that 
he pleased God. 

0 But without faith it Is impossible 
to please him; for he that oometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 
that ho is a rewarder of thorn that 
diligently seek him. 

7 By faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, movet 
with fear, propared an ark to thf 
saving of his house ; by the whioh 
he condemned the world, and beoamt 
heir of the righteousness whioh is bj 
faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he wab 
called to go out into a place whioh 
he should aftor rooeive for an in¬ 
heritance, oboyed ; and ho went out, 
not knowing whither ho wont. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as in a strango oountry, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaao 
and Jaoob, the heirs with him of tho 
same promise; 

10 For he looked for a city whioh 
hath foundations, whoso bnildor and 
maker is God. 

11 Through faith also Sarah hor- 
self reooivod strongth to oonooive 
seed, and was dolivered of a child 
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when Bhe was past ago, because she 
judged him faithful who had pro¬ 
mised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him as good as doad, as 
many as the stars of the sky in mul¬ 
titude, and as the sand which is hy 
tho aoa-shoro innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not hav¬ 
ing received the promises, but having 
seen them afar off, and were persuad¬ 
ed of them, and embraced them, and 
oonfessed that they wero strangers 
and pilgrims on tho earth. 

14 For they that say suoh things 
deolare plainly that they seek a 
oo an try. 

15 And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country from whonce 
they came out, they might have had 
opportunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a hetter 
country, that is, a heavenly; where¬ 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God; for he hath preparod for 
them a city. 

17 By faith Ahraham, when he 
was tried, offered up Isaac; and he 
that had received the promises offer¬ 
ed up his only begotten 3on, 

18 Of whom it was said, That in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called ; 

19 Accounting that God was able 
to raise him up, even from the dead ; 
from whence also he received him in 
a figure. 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was 
a-dying, blessed both tho sons of 
Joseph; and worshipped, leaning 
upon the ton of his staff. 

22 By faitn Joseph, when he died, 
made menlion of the departing of tho 
children of Israel; and gave com¬ 
mandment conooming his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when ho was 
born, was hid three months of his 
parents, because they saw that he 
was a peculiar child; and they were 
not afraid of tho king’s command¬ 
ment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was 
oome to years of disoretion, refused 
to be called the eon of Pharaoh’s 
daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer afflic¬ 
tion with tho people of God, than to 
enjoy tho pleasures of sin fora season; 


26 Esteeming the reproach of Chnst 
greater riches than the treasures in 
Egyp 1 j f° r h® had respect unto the 
recompense of the roward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king; for 
he endured, as seeing him who is in¬ 
visible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of hlood, 
lest he that destroyed the first-born 
should touch them. 

29 By faith they paesed through 
the Red sea as by ary land; which 
the Egyptians assaying to lo were 
drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jcrioho fell 
down, after they were oompassed 
ahout seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab pe¬ 
rished not with them that believed 
not, when she had received the spies 
with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say? for 
the time would fail me to tell of 
Gideon, and of Barak, and of Sam¬ 
son, and of Jephthah; of David also, 
and Samuol, and more of the pro¬ 
phets; 

33 Who through faith subdoed king¬ 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtain¬ 
ed promisos, stopped the mouths of 
lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of tho sword, out 
of weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight the 
armies of tho aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
raised to life again ; and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance; 
that they might ootain tho first re¬ 
surrection ; 

36 And others had trial of oruel 
mookings and scourgings, yea, more¬ 
over of bonds and imprisonment; 

37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, wore tempted, were 
slain with the sword ; they wandered 
about in sheepskins and goatskins; 
being destitute, afflicted, tormented; 

38 Of whom the world was not 
worthy; they wandered in deserts, 
and in mountains, and in dens aud 
oaves of the earth. 

39 And these all, haring obtained 
a good report through faith, received 
not the promises ; 

40 Goa having provided some bet- 
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ter things for them through their suf- 
feringB, for without sufferings they 
could not bo raado perfect. 

CHAPTER XII. 

An exhortation to constant faith, patience , 
and godliness—The new covenant better 
than the. old. 

W HEREFORE, seeing we also 
are compassed about with so 
great a oloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside overy weight, and the sin which 
doth bo easily besot ub, and let us run 
with paticnoe the nice that is sot be¬ 
fore UB, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith; wbo for 
the joy that was set before him en¬ 
dured tho crosB. despising the shame, 
and is Bet down at the right hand of 
the throne of God. 

3 For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest yo bo wearied and faiDt 
in your miDds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. 

5 And ye have forgotten tho exhort¬ 
ation which Bpeaketh unto you as 
unto children, My son, despise not 
thou the ohaHtcning of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked of him ; 

0 For whom the Lord Jovcth ho 
ohaetenoth, and soourgeth every son 
whom ho receiveth, 

7 If yo endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons ; for 
what son is ho whom the fathor 
ohastoneth uot ? 

8 But if ye be without chastise¬ 
ment, whereof all are pnrtnkcrs, then 
are yo bastards, and not sons. 

0 Furthermore, we have had fathors 
of our flesh which corrected us, and 
we gnvo them reverence; shall wo 
not much rather bo in subjection un¬ 
to the Father of spirits, and live ? 

10 For they vonly for a few days 
ohasloned us After tboir own plea¬ 
sure; but ho for our profit, that we 
might bo partakers of nis holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the pro- 
son! BQcmotU to be joyous, but griev¬ 
ous; nevertheless, afterward it yiold- 
eth the peaceable fruit of righteous¬ 
ness unto them which aro exercised 
thereby. 

12 Where lore lift, up the hands which 
bang down, mid strengthen the feeble 
knees ; 


13 And make straight patha foi 
your feet, lest that whioh ib lame be 
turned out of the way j but let it ra¬ 
ther be healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, witnout whioh no man shall 
see the Lord; 

15 Looking diligently lest any man 
fail of the grace of God; lest any 
root of bitterness springing up 
trouble you, and thereby many be de¬ 
filed ; 

16 Lest there be any fornicator, or 
profane person, as Eflao, who for 
one morsel of meat sold his birth¬ 
right. 

17 For yo know how that afterward, 
when ho would have inherited tho 
blessing, ho was rejected; for he 
found no place of repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto the 
mount that might he touched, and 
that burned with fire, nor unto black¬ 
ness, and darkness, and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trumpet, and 
the voice of words; which voice they 
that heard entreatod that the word 
should not be spoken to them any 
moro; 

20 (For they could not endure that 
which was commanded, And if so 
muoh as a beast touch tho mountain, 
it shall bo stoned, or thrust through 
with a dart; 

21 And bo torrible was the flight, 
that MoBes said, I exceedingly fear 
and quftko;) 

22 But ye are come unto mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the living 
God, tho heavenly Jerusalem, and to 
an innumerable company of angels, 

23 To tho general assembly and 
church of the first-born, whioh aro 
written in hoavon, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of just 
men made perfeot, 

24 And to Jesus tho mediator of 
tho new covenant, and to the blood 
of sprinkling, that speafeoth better 
things than that of Aoel. 

25 See that yo refuse not him that 
speaketh ; for if they escaped not who 
refused him that spako on earth, 
much more shall not we escape, if we 
turn away from him that speaketh 
from heaven; 

26 Whose voioe then shook the 
earth; but now he hath promised, Bay 
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ing, Tut once more I shake not the 
earth only, but also heaven. 

27 And this word, Yet once more, 
aignifieth the removing of those 
things that are shaken, as of things 
that are made, that those things 
which cannot bo shaken may remain. 

28 Whcrofore we receiving a king¬ 
dom which cannot be moved, let as 
have grace, whereby we should serve 
God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear; 

29 For our God is a consuming fire. 

CHAPTER Xin. 

Admonitions as to charity, honesty, covet- 
oumess ; in regard to preachers, to avoid 
strange doctrines, to confess Christ, to give 
alms, to obey governors, to pray for the 
apostle. 

ET brotherly love continue. 

2 Be not forgetful to entertain 
strangers; for thereby some have 
entertained angels unawares. 

3 Remember them that are in bonds, 
as bound with thorn ; and them which 
suffer adversity, as being yourselves 
also of the body. 

4 Marriage is honourable in all, and 
the bod undcfiled ; but whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge. 

5 Let your consecrations be without 
covetousness; and be content with 
giving suoh things as ye have; for he 
hath said, I will never leave thee, nor 
forsako thoo. 

fl So that wc may boldly say, The 
Lord is my helper, and I will not fear 
what man shall do unto me. 

7 Remember them which have the 
rule over you, who have spokon unto 
you the word or God; whose faith 
follow, considering the end of their 
conversation. 

8 Jesus Christ the same yestorday, 
and to-day, and for over. 

9 Be not oarriod about with divers 
and strange doctrines; for it is a 
good thing that the heart be estab¬ 
lished with graoc ; not with moats, 
whioh have not proGted thorn that 
have been ocoupiea therein. 

10 We have an altar, whereof they 
hare no right oat whioh serve tbo 
tahernaole. 

11 F)r the bodioa of those beasts, 


whose blood is brought into the sano- 
tuary by the high priest for sin, are 
burned without the camp. 

12 Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the gate. 

13 Let us go forth therefore unto 
him without the camp, bearing hii 
reproach. 

14 For here have we no continuing 
city, but we Beek one to oome. 

15 By him therefore let us offer the 
sacrifice of praiBe to God continually, 
that is, the fruit of our lips, giving 
thanks to his name. 

16 But to do good and to oommuni 
cate forget not; for with such saori 
Gees God is well pleased. 

17 Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves; for 
they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they may 
do it with joy, and not with grief; 
for that is unproGtable for you. 

18 Pray for ua; for we trust we 
have a good conscience, in all things 
willing to live honestly. 

19 But I beseech you the rather to 
do this, that I may be restored to 
you the sooner. 

20 Now the God of peace, that 
brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of 
the sheep, through the blood of the 
everlasting covenant, 

21 Make you perfeot in every good 
work to do his will, working in yon 
that whioh is well pleasing in hit 
sight, through Jesus Christ; to whom 
be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 And I beseech you, brethren, 
suffer the word of exhortation; for 
I havo written a letter unto you in 
few words. 

23 Know ye that our brother Timo¬ 
thy is set at liberty; with whom, if 
he come shortly, I will sea you. 

24 Salute all them that have the 
rule over you, and all the saints. 
They of Italy salute you. 

25 Grace bo with you all. Amen, 
f Written to the Hebrew* from Italy bj 

Timothy.

CHAPTER I. 

Wt art to rejoice undo- the eras, to exercise 

pa timer — To ask wisdom of Ood—Tht law 

of liberty—Pure religion. 

AMES, a servant of God and of 
ibe Lord JesuB Christ, to the 
twelve triheB which are scattered 
abroad, greeting. 

2 My brethren, count it all joy when 
ye fall into many afflictions; 

3 Knowing this, that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience. 

4 But let patience have its perfect 
work, that ye may bo perfect and en¬ 
tire, wanting nothing. 

5 If any of you lack wisdom, lot 
him ask of God, that giveth to all 
men liberally, and uphraideth not; 
and it shall bo given him. 

6 But let him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering; for be that waveroth is 
like a wave of the eca driven with 
the wind and tossed. 

7 For let not that man think that 
he shall receive any thing of the Lord. 

8 A double-minded man is unstable 
in all his wayB. 

9 Let the brother of low degree re¬ 
joice in that he is exalted; 

10 But the rich, in that he is made 
low; because as the flower of tho 
grass he shall pass away. 

11 For the Bun is no sooner rison 
with a burning heat, but it witheroth 
the grass, and the flower thereof fo.ll- 
eth, and the grace of tho fashion of it 
perisboth ; so also shall the rich man 
fade away in his ways. 

12 Blessed is the man that resistetb 
temptation ; for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the orown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that 
love him. 

13 Let nc man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God; for 
God oannot bo tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man ; 

14 But evory man is tempted, whou 
he is drawn away of bifl own lust, 
arid enticed. 

15 Then when lust hath conceived, 
it bringoth forth sin; and iin, when 
it is finished, bringoth forth death. 

10 Do not err, my beloved hrethren. 


17 Every good gift and every per¬ 
fect gift is from above, and comcth 
down from the Father of lightB, with 
whom is no variahlenesB, neither 
shadow of turning. 

18 Of hifl own will hegat he ns with 
the word of truth, that we should he 
a kind of first-fruits of his oreaturea. 

19 Wherefore, my helovcd hrethren, 
let every man be swift to hoar, slow 
to speak, slow to wrath; 

20 For tho wrath of man worketh 
not the righteouanoss of Ood. 

21 Wherefore lay aside all filthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and 
receive with meekness the engrafted 
word, which is ahle to save your souls. 

22 But be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving yonr own 
solves. 

23 For if any he a hearer of the 
word, and not a door, he is like unto 
a man beholding his natural face in 
a glass ; 

24 For he boholdeth himself, and 
goeth his way, and straightway for- 
gottoth what manner of man he was. 

25 But whoso looketh into the per¬ 
fect law of liberty, and oontinucth 
therein, he being not a forgetful hear¬ 
er, but a door of the work, this man 
shall bo hlessed in his deed. 

20 If any man among you seem to 
be religious, and bridleth not hie 
tonguo, hat dccciveth his own heart, 
this man's religion is vain. 

27 Pure religion and nndeflled be¬ 
fore God and tho Father is this, To 
visit the fatherless and widows in 
thoir affliction, and to keep himBelf 
unspotted from tho vices of tho world. 

CIIAPTKR II. 

to be held without a respect to persons 
—Of faith and works. 

Y brethron, yo cannot have the 
faith of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Lord of glory, and yet have re¬ 
spect to persons. 

2 Now if there oome unto your as¬ 
sembly a man with a gold ring, iD 
goodly apparel, and there oome in 
also a poor man in vile raimont ; 

3 And ye have reaped to him that 
wearetb the gay clothing, and say 
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onto him, Sit thou here in a good 
place; and say to the poor, Stand thou 
there, or sit here under my footstool; 

4 Are ye not then in yourselves par¬ 
tial judges, and become evil in your 
thoughts ? 

5 Hearken, my beloved brethren, 
Hath not God chosen the poor of 
this world rich in faith, and heirs of 
the kingdom whioh he hath promised 
to them that love him? 

6 But ye have despised the poor. 
Do not rich men oppress you, and 
draw you before the judgment-seats ? 

7 Do not they blaspheme that wor¬ 
thy name by the which ye are oalled ? 

8 If ye fulfil tho royal law Accord¬ 
ing to the soripture, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself, ye do well; 

9 But if ye have respect to persons, 
ye commit sin, and are convinced of 
the law as transgressors. 

10 For whosoever shall, save in one 
point, keep tho wholo law, he is guilty 
of all. 

11 For he that said, Do not commit 
adultery, said aIho, Do not kill. Now 
if thou oommit no adultery, yet if 
thou kill, thou art become a trans¬ 
gressor of the law. 

12 So speak ye, and so do, as they that 
shall be judged by the law of liberty. 

13 For he shall have judgment 
without mercy, that hath showed no 
meroy; and mercy rejoiceth against 
judgment. 

14 What profit is it, my brethren, 
for a man to say he hath faith, and 
hath not works ? can faith save him? 

15 Yea, a man may say, I will show 
thee I have faith without works; but 
I say, Show me thy faith without 
works, and I will show thee my faith 
by my works. 

16 For if a brother or sister be 
naked and destitute, and one of you 
say, Depart in peace, be warmed and 
filled; notwithstanding he give not 
those things which are needfol to the 
body; what profit is your faith unlo 
snoh ? 

17 Even so faith, if it have not 
works is dead, being alone. 

18 Therefore wilt thou know, 0 vain 
man, that faith without works is 
dead and cannot save you ? 

19 Thou bclievesl there is ono God; 
thou doesl well; the devils also be¬ 
lieve, end tremble; thou hast made 


thyself like unto them, not being 
justified. 

20 Wub not Abraham our father 
justified by works, when he had 
offered Isaac his son upon the altar? 

21 Seest thou how works wrought 
with his faith, aud by works was 
faith made perfect? 

22 And the scripture was fulfilled 
which eaith, Abraham believed God, 
and it was imputed unto him for right¬ 
eousness ; and he was called the friend 
of God. 

23 Ye see then that by works a man 
is jnstified, and not by faith only. 

24 Likewise also Rahab the harlot 
was justified by works, when she 
had received the messengers and sent 
them out another way. 

25 For, as the body withont the 
spirit is dead, so faith without works 
is dead. 

CHAPTER HL 

Of cart in speech—Tongue to be bridled — 

The truly wise are pun, peaceable and 

gentle. 

Y brethren, strive not for the 
mastery, knowing that in so 
doing we shall reoeive the greater 
condemnation. 

2 For in many things we offend all. 
If any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able also 
to bridle the whole hody. 

3 Behold, we put hits in the horses' 
mouths, that they may obey us; and 
we turn about their whole body. 

4 Behold also the ships, which 
though they be ao great, and are 
driven of fierce winds, yet are they 
turned about with a very small helm, 
whithersoever the governor listeth. 

5 Even so the tongue is a little 
member, aud boasteth great things. 
Behold, how great a matter a little 
fire kindloth ! 

6 And the tongno is a fire, e world 
of iniquity; so is the tonguo among 
our members, that it dofileth the 
wholo body, and setteth on fire the 
course of nature; and it is set on fir* 
of hell. 

7 For every kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of serpents, and of things 
in the sea, is tamed, and bath been 
lamed of mankind; 

8 But the tongue can no man tame; 
it is an unruly evil, full of deadly 
poison. 
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9 Therewith bless wc God, eveu the 
Father; and therewith curse we men, 
which are made after the similitude 
of God. 

10 Out of the flame mouth proceed¬ 
ed blessing and cursing. My bre¬ 
thren, these things ought not so to be. 

11 Doth a fountain send forth at 
the same place sweet water and bitter? 

12 Can the fig tree, my brethren, 
bear olive berries ? either a vine, figfl ? 
■o can no fountain both yield salt 
water and freBh. 

13 Who is a wise man and endued 
with knowledge among you ? let him 
show out of a good conversation his 
works with meekness of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have bittor envying 
and fltrife in your hearts, glory not, 
and lie not against the truth. 

15 This wisdom descended not 
from above, but is earLhly, sensual, 
devilish. 

10 For where onvying and strife is, 
there is oonfuBion and every evil 
work. 

17 But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, and easy to be entreated, full 
of meroy and good fruits, without 
partiality, and without hypoorisy. 

18 And the fruit of righteousness 
1 j sown in peaoe of them that make 
peace. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Against covetousness, intemperance, pride, 
detraction, and rath judgment of others — 
Wt are to commit ourselves and all our 
affairs to God's providence. 

ROM whenoe oomo wars and fight¬ 
ings among you ? oome they not 
bonce, even of your lusts that war in 
your members ? 

2 Ye lust, and have not; ye kill, and 
desire to bavo, and oannot obtain; ye 
fight and war, yet ye have not, be¬ 
cause ye ask not. 

3 Ye auk, and receive not, beoause 
ye ask amiss, that ye may oonsume 
it upon your lusts. 

4 Ye adultorors and adulteresses, 
knew ye not that the friendship of 
the world is eumity with God? who¬ 
soever theroforo will be a friend of 
the world is Lhe enemy of God. 

5 Do ye think Lbat the scripture 
■aith in vain, Tho spirit that dwell¬ 
ed in us lusteth to ouvy ? 

0 Bui ho giveth more grace. Where¬ 


fore he aaith, God resisted the proud, 
but giveth grace unto the humble. 

7 Submit yourselves therefore to 
God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you. 

8 Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh to you. Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners; and purify youi 
hearts, ye double-minded. 

9 Be afflioted, and mourn, and 
weep; let your laughter he turned to 
mourning, and your joy to heaviness. 

10 Humble yourselves in the sight 
of the Lord, and he b1i& 11 lift you up 

11 Speak not evil one of another, 
brethren. He that speaketh evil of 
his brothor, and judgolh his brother, 
speaketh evil of the law, and judgoth 
the law; but if thou judge tho law, 
thou art not a doer of the law, but 
a judge. 

12 Thcro is ono lawgiver, who is 
able to save and to destroy; who art 
thou that judgost another? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To-day 
or to-morrow we will go into such a 
city, and continue there a year, and 
buy and sell, and get gain; 

14 Whoroas ye know not what shall 
be on the morrow. For what is your 
life ? It is even a vapour, that ap- 
poareth for a little time, and then 
vanisheth away. 

16 For that ye ought to say, If the 
Lord will, we shall live, and do this, 
or that. 

10 But now ye rojoioe in your boast 
ings; all suoh rejoioing is evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to him 
it is sin. 

CHAPTER V. 

Rich men are to/ear God's vengeance —/V 
Hence in afflictions—Of prayer far Vu 
nek. 

0 to now, ye rioh men, weep and 
howl for your miseries that shall 
oome upon you. 

2 Your riches are oorrupted, and 
your garments are moth-eaten. 

3 Your gold and silver is oankered; 
and the rust of thorn shall be a wit¬ 
ness against you, and shall eat your 
flesh as it wero fire. Yo have heapod 
treasure togothor for tho last days. 

4 Behold, the hire of tho labourers 
who have reaped down your fields, 
whioh Is of you kept back by fraud, 
orieth; and tho cries of them which 
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have reaped are entered into the earB 
of the Lord of Sabaoth. 

5 Ye have lived in pleaBure on the 
earth, and been wanton; ye have 
nourished your hearts, as in a day of 
slaughter. 

6 Ye havo condemned and killed 
the just; and he doth not resist you. 

7 Be patient therefore, brethren, 
onto the coming of the Lord. Be¬ 
hold, the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain. 

8 Be ye also patient; Btablish your 
hearts ; for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

9 Grudge notone against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned; be¬ 
hold, the judge standeth before the 
door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the prophets, 
who have spoken in the name of Lhe 
Lord, for an example of suffering 
affliction, and of patience. 

11 BeholJ, we count them happy 
which endure. Yc have hoard of the 
patience of Job, and have seen the 
end of the Lord; that the Lord is 
very pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

12 But above all things, my bre¬ 
thren, swear not, noither by heaven, 
neither by the earth, neither by any 
other oath ; but let your yea be yea; 


and your nay, nay; lest ye fall into 
condemnation. 

13 Is any among you afflicted? let 
him pray. Is any merry? let him 
sing psalms. 

14 is any sick among you ? let him 
call for the elders of the church; and 
let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord; 

15 And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have com¬ 
mitted sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. 

16 ConfesB your faulla one to an¬ 
other, and pray one for another, that 
ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. 

17 Elias was a man subject to like 
passions as we arc, and be prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain; and 
it rained not on the earth by the 
space of three years and six months. 

18'And he prayed again, and the 
heaven gave rain, and lhe earth 
brought forth her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert him; 

20 Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error 
of his way shall save a soul from 
death, and shall hide a multitude of 
sins. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

PETER. 


CHAPTER 1. 

Salvation in Christ prophesied of old—The 
new birth Godly walk and conversation 
enjoined. 

ETER, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to the strangers scattered through¬ 
out Pontua, Galatia, Cappadooia, Asia, 
and Bilhynia, 

2 Eleot according to tbo foreknow¬ 
ledge of God the Father, through 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto obe- 
dienoe and sprinkling of the blood of 
Jesus Christ; Grace unto you, and 
peace, be multiplied. 

3 Blessed be tbo God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, whioh ac¬ 
cording to his abundant mercy bath 
begotten us again unto a lively hope 


by the resurreotion of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you, 

5 Who arc kept by the power of 
God through faith unto Balvation 
ready to be revealed in the last time. 

6 Wherein ye greatly rejoioe, thoagh 
now for a season, if need be, ye are 
in heaviness through manifold tempt¬ 
ations ; 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 
muob more precious than of gold 
that perishetn, though it be tried 
with 6ro, might be found unto praise 
and honour and glory at the f ppnar 
ing of Josns Christ: 
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B Whom havtng not seen, ye love; 
in whom, though now ye see him not, 
yot believing, ye rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory; 

9 Receiving tbe object of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls. 

10 Conoerning which salvation the 

rophets who prophesied of the grace 

eslowed upon you, inquired and 

starched diligently ; 

11 Searching what time, and what 
manner of salvation the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them did sig¬ 
nify, when it testified beforehand the 
Bufferings of Christ, and the glory 
which should follow. 

12 Unto whom it was revealed, that 
not unto themselves, but unto us they 
did minister the things, which are 
now reported unto you by thorn that 
have preached the gospel unto you 
with tne Iloly Ghost sent dowD from 
heaven; which things the angels de¬ 
sire to look into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to the 
end for the grace that is to be brought 
-nto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ; 

14 As obedient children, not fashion¬ 
ing yourselves according to the former 
lusts in your ignorance; 

15 But as he which hath oalled you 
is holy, ao be ye holy in all manner 
of conversation ; 

10 Because it is written, Be ye holy; 
for I am holy. 

17 And if ye oall on tbe Father, 
who without respeot of persons judg- 
eth acoording to every man’s work, 
pass the time of your sojourning here 
in fear; 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradi¬ 
tion from your fathers ; 

19 But with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamu without blemish 
and without spot; 

20 Who verity was foreordained he- 
fore the foundation of the world, but 
was manifest in these last times for you, 

21 Who by him do believe in God, 
that raised him up from tho dead, 
and gave him glory ; that your faith 
and hope might be in God. 

22 Seeing ye have purified your 
lonls in obeying the truth through 


the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, so© that ye love one another 
with a pure heart fervently; 

23 Being born again, not of cor¬ 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
tho word of God, which liveth and 
abidelh for ever. 

24 For all flesh is as grass, and all 
tbe glory of man as the flower of 
grass. The grass withercth, and the 
flower thereof fallcth away; 

25 But the word of the Lord en- 
dureth for ever. And this is tbe 
word which by tho gospel is preached 
unto you. 

CHAPTER II. 

Christ the head of the corner — The taints a 

holy nation — Obedience to rulcrt in patience 

and welldoing—Christ our example, 

IIEREFORE laying aside all 
malice, and all guile, and 
hypocrisies, and envies, and all evil 
speakings, 

2 As new-born babes, desire the sin¬ 
cere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow thereby ; 

3 If so be ye have tasted that the 
Lord is gracious. 

4 To whom ooming, as unto a living 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, 

5 Ye also, as lively stones, are bail! 
□p a spiritual house, an holy priests 
hood, to oflor up spiritual sacrifices, 
acceptable to God hy Jesus Christ. 

0 Wherefore also it is contained in 
tho scripture, Behold, I lay in Sion a 
chief corner stone, elect, preoious; 
and he that belioveth on him shall 
not be oonfounded. 

7 Unto you therefore who believe, 
he is preoious; but unto them who 
are disobedient, who stumble at tbe 
word, through disobedience, where- 
unto they were appointed, a stone of 
stumbling, and a rock of offence. 

8 For the stone which the builders 
disallowed, is become the head of the 
corner. 

0 But ye are a ohosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, a holy nation, a 
peculiar poople; that ye should show 
forth the praiBos of him who hath 
oalled you out of darkness into hie 
marvellous light; 

10 Whioh id time past were not a 
people, but are now the people of 
Goa; whioh had not obtained meroy, 
but now have obtained meroy. 
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11 Dearly beloved, I beseech yon as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
deshlyl lists,wbioh war againBt the soul; 

12 Having your conduct honest 
among tho Gentiles; that, whereas 
they speak against you as evil-doers, 
they may hy your good works, which 
they shall behold, glorify God in the i 
day of visiLation. 

13 Submit yourselves to every ordi- | 
nance of man for the Lord's sake; | 
whether it be to the king, as suprome; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punish¬ 
ment of evil-doers, and for the praise 
of them that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God, that 
with well doing ye may put to silence 
the ignorance of foolish mon ; 

10 As free, and not using your liberty 
for a cloak of maliciousness, bat as 
the servants of God. 

17 llonourallmcu. Love thebrothcr- 
hood. Fear God. Honour the king. 

18 Servants, be subject to youi 
masters with all fear; not only to 
the good and gentle, but also to tho 
froward. 

19 For this is thankworthy, if a 
man for conscience toward God endure 
griof, suffering wrongfully. 

20 For what glory is it, if, when 
ye be buffeted for your faults, ye 
shall take it patiently ? but if, when 
ye do well, and suffer for it, ye take it 
patiently, this is acceptable with God. 

21 For even hereunto were ye callod; 
bocause Christ also suffered for ns, 
leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps; 

22 Who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mouth; 

23 Who, when he was reviled, re¬ 
viled not again ; when ho suffered, he 
threatened not; butcommitted himself 
to him that judgoth righteously; 

24 Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on tho tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness; by whose stripes ye 
were healed. 

25 For yo were as sheep going 
astray ; but arc now returned unto the 
Shepherd and Bishop of your souls. 

CIIAPTKR IIL 

Duty of uriM* and husbands—Unity and 
low enjoined — Of the spirit t in prison. 
TKEWISI3, yo wives, he in sub¬ 
jection to your own husbands; 


that, if any obey not the word, they 
also may without tbo word be won by 
the conduct of the wives ; 

2 While they behold your chaste 
conduct coupled with fear. 

3 Let your adorning be not that 
outward adorning of platting the 
hair, and wearing of gold, or patting 
on of apparel; 

4 But let it be the bidden man of 
the heart, in that which iB not cor¬ 
ruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in tho sight 
of God of great price. 

5 For after this manner in old times 
the holy women, who trusted in God, 
adorned themselves, being in sub 
jection unto their own husbands; 

6 Even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, 
'calling him lord: whose daughters 

yc are, as long as ye do well, and are 
not afraid with any amazement. 

7 Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs to¬ 
gether of the grace of life ; that your 
prayers be not hindered. 

8 Finally, be ye all of one mind, 
having compassion one of another ; 
lovo as brethren, be pitiful, be oour- 
teous; 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, or 
railing for railing; but contrariwise 
blessing; knowing that ye are there¬ 
unto called, that ye should inherit ■ 
blessing. 

10 For he that will love life, and 
see good days, let him refrain hii 
tongue from evil, and his lips that 
they speak no guile; 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do 
good; let him soek peace, and ensue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous, and hiB ears aro open 

j unto thoir prayers; but the face of the 
Lord is against them that do evil. 

13 And who is he that will harm 
you, if ye be followers of that which 
is good ? 

14 But and if ye suffer for right¬ 
eousness' sake, happy are ye; and be 
not afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled; 

15 But sanctify the Lord God in 
your hearts; and be ready always to 
givo an answer with meokness and 
fenr to every man that aeketh of you 
a reason for the hope that is in you- 
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CHAPTER IV. 


IS Caving ft good conscience; that, 
whoreas they spoak evil of you, as of 
evil-doers, they may bo ashamed that 
falsely accuse your good conduot in 
Christ. 

17 For it is boiler, if the will of Qod 
be so, that yo suffer for well doing, 
than for evii doing. 

10 For Christ also once Buffered for 
sins, (ho just for the unjust, being 
put to death in llio flesh, but quick¬ 
ened by the Spiril, that he might 
bring us to God. 

10 For which cause also, he wentand 
preached unto tbu spirits in prison; 

2(J Some of whom wero disobedient 
in the days of Noah, while the long- 
Buffering of God waited, while the ark 
was preparing, wherein few, that is, 
eight souls wero saved by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto even 
baptism doth also now save us, (not 
the putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but the answer of a good con¬ 
science toward God,) by the resurrec¬ 
tion of Jesus Christ; 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right hand of God; augols 
and authorities and powore being 
made subject unto him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

T7u gotpel preached to the dead — Of per ter 
cution. 

F ORASMUCH then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same 
mind ; 

2 For you who have suffered in the 
flesh should cease from sin, that yon 
no longor the rest of your time in the 
flesh, should live to the lusts of men, 
but to the will of God. 

3 For the time past of life may 
suffice to have wrought the will of the 
Gentiles, when ye walked in lasoivi- 
oa slices, lusts, oxoeBS of wine, revel- 
lings, banquotingB, and abominable 
Idolatries; 

4 VVherein they speak evil of you, 
thinking it strange that you run not 
with them to the same oxoess of riot; 

5 Who shall give oooount to him 
that is ready to judge the quiok and 
the dead. 

6 lleoftuse of this, is the gospel 
preached to them who are dead, that 
tboy might be judged according to 
men in the flesh, but live in the spirit 
according to (he will of God. 


7 But to you, (he end of all things 
is at hand; bo ye therefore sober, and 
watch unto prayer. 

0 And above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves; for oharity 
proventeth a multitude of sins. 

0 Use hospitality one to another 
without grudging. 

10 As every man hath rooeived the 
gift, oven so minister the same one 
to another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God. 

11 If any man speak, let him speak 
as an oracle of God; if any man 
minister, let him do it as of the 
ability which God giveth; that God 
in all things may be glorified through 
Jesus Christ; to whom be praise and 
dominion for over and ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange 
ci/ncerning the fiery trial which is to 
try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you; 

13 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ's sufferings; that, 
when his glory shall he revealed, ye 
may bo glad also with exceeding joy. 

14 If ye be reproaohed for the 
name of Christ, happy aro ye; for the 
Spirit of glory ana of God resteth 
upon you; on their part he is evil 
spoken of, but on your part he is 
glorified. 

16 But let none of you suffer as a 
murderer or as a thief, or as an evil¬ 
doer, or &b a busybody in other men's 
matters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a Chris¬ 
tian, let him not be ashamed; but let 
him glorify God on this behalf. 

17 For the time is oome that judg¬ 
ment must begin at the house of 
God; and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that obey 
not the gospel of God? 

18 And if the righteous soaroely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly and 
the sinner appear ? 

10 Wherefore, let them that suffer 
according to the will of God commit 
the keeping of thoir souls to him in 
well doing, as nnto a faithful Creator. 

CHAPTER V. 

Peter exhorteth the elders to feed their flock» 

—The younger to obey, and ad to he sober, 

watchful, and constant in the faith—To 

resist the cruel advertary the devil. 

HE elders whioh are among yoo 
I exhort, who am also an elder, 
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and & witness >f the Bufferings of 
Christ, and also a partaker of the 
glory that shall be revealed; 

2 Feed the flock of Ood which is 
among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but will¬ 
ingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a 
ready mind; 

3 Neither aa being lords over God’s 
heritage, but being enBamples to the 
flock. 

4 And when the chief Shepherd 
Bhall appear, ye shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away. 

5 Likewise, ye younger, submit 
yourselves unto the elder. Yea, a)) 
of you be subject one to another, and 
be clothed with humility; for God 
resistelh the proud, and giveth grace 
to the humble. 

6 Humble yoursolves therefore un¬ 
der the mighty hand of God, that he 
may exalt you in due time. 

7 Casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you. 

8 Be Bober, be vigilant; because 


your adversary the devil, as a Toaring 
lion, walketh about, seeking whom 
he may devour; 

0 Whom resist steadfast in tbe faith, 
knowing that the same afflictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that 
are in the world. 

10 But the God of all grace, who 
hath called us unto his eternal glory 
hy Christ Jesus, after that ye have 
suffered a while, make you perfect, 
stablish, strengthen, settle you. 

11 To him be glory and dominion 
for ever and ever. Amen. 

12 By Sylvanas, a faithful brother 
unto you, as I eupposc, I have writ¬ 
ten briefly, exhorting, and testifying 
that this is the true grace of God 
wherein ye stand. 

13 They at Babylon, elected toge¬ 
ther with you, saluteth you; and so 
doth Marcus my eon. 

14 Greet yc one another with a kiss 
of charily. Peace be with you all 
that are in Christ Jeans. Amen. 


THE SECOND EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

PETER. 


CHAPTER I. 

He tzhoritlh them, by faith, and good works, 
to make their calling sure—Hil death is 
at hand—Fie warnsth them to be constant 
in the faith of Christ—Use of prophecy. 
1M0N Peter, a Be’vant and an 
aposLle of Jesus Christ, to them 
that have obtained like precious 
faith with us through the righteous¬ 
ness of God and our Saviour Josus 
Christ; 

2 Grace and peace be multiplied 
unto you through the knowledge of 
God, and of Jesus our Lord, 

3 Aeoording as his divine power 
hath given unto us all things that 
portain unto life and godliness, 
throigh the knowledge of him that 
hath called us to glory and virtue ; 

4 Whereby are given unto us ex¬ 
ceeding great and precious promises ; 
that by these ye might be partakers 
of the divine nature, having esoaped 
the corruption that is in the world 
through lust. 

6 And besides this, giving all dili¬ 


gence, add to your faith virtue; and 
to virtue, knowledge; 

6 And to knowledge, temperance; 
and to temperance, patience; and 
to patience, godliness ; 

7 And to godliness, brotherly kind¬ 
ness ; and to brotherly kin<hiess, oha- 
rity. 

8 For if theso things be in yon, 
and abonnd, they make you that ye 
shall neither bo barren nor unfruit¬ 
ful in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

9 But he that laoketh these things 
is blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
hath forgotton that he was purged 
from his old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to make your oalling 
and election suro; for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall ; 

11 For so an entrance shall be mi¬ 
nistered unto you abundantly into 
the everlasting kingdom of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I will nst be negli 
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ger.t to put you always in remem¬ 
brance of those things, though yo 
know them, and bo established iu the 
present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as 
I am in this tabernacle, to stir you 
up by putting you in remembranooj 

14 Knowing that shortly I must put 
off this my tabernacle, even as our 
Lord JeBus Christ hath showed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that 
ye may be ablo after my dccoase to 
have theso things always in remcm- 
branoe. 

16 For we have not followed cun¬ 
ningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and com¬ 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eye-witncsscB of his majesty. 

17 For ho received from God tho 
Father honour and glory, when there 
came such a voioo to him from tho 
excellent glory, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

Id And this voice which came from 
heaven wc heard, whon we were with 
him in the boly mount. 

19 Wo have therefore a more sure 
knowledge of the word of prophecy, 
to which word of prophooy yo do 
well that ye take need, as unto a 
light which shineth in a dark place, 
until tho day-dawn, and the day-star 
ariso in your hearts; 

20 Knowing this first, that no pro¬ 
phecy of the scripture is given of 
any private will of man. 

21 For tho prophecy oarne not in 
old Lime by tho will of man ; but 
holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER II. 

Hr fnretelleth of false teachers , showing the 

impiety and jnmishment both of them and 

their followers. 

UT there were false prophets 
also among the people, evon as 
there shall be false teachers among 
you, who privily shall bring in abo¬ 
minable heresies, oven denying the 
Lord that bought them, and bring 
upon themselves swift destruction. 

2 And many shall follow their per¬ 
nicious ways ; hy reason of whom the 
way of truth shall bo ovil spoken 
of 

3 And through eovetousncs9 shall 
they with feigned words make mer¬ 
chandise of you; whosi judgment 


now of a long time lingercth not, and 
their destruction slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell, and delivered them into chains 
of darkness, to bo reserved unto 
judgment; 

5 And 9pnrcd not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth verson, a 
preacher of righteousness, bringing 
in the flood upon tho world of the 
ungodly; 

6 And turning tho oities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah into ashes condemn¬ 
ed them with an overthrow, making 
them an ensample unto those that 
after should live ungodly ; 

7 And delivored just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of the 
wicked ; 

8 (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds ;) 

9 Tho Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptation, and to 
reserve the unjust unto tho day of 
judgment to bo punished; 

10 But ohiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of nncloanness, 
and despise government. Presump¬ 
tuous are they, self-willed, they are 
not afraid to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and might, bring 
□ ot railing accusation against them 
before the Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute beasts 
made to be taken and destroyed, 
speak ovil of the things that thoy 
understand not; and shall utterly 
perish in thoir own corruption; 

13 And shall receive the reward of 
unrighteousness, as they that oount 
it pleasure to riot in the day-time. 
Spots they are and blemishes, sport¬ 
ing themselves with their own de- 
coivings while they feast with you ; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, 
and that cannot ceaso from sin; be¬ 
guiling unstablo souls; a heart they 
have exeroised with oovetous proo- 
tiocs; cursed children; 

16 Which have forsaken the right 
way, and are gone astray, following 
the way of Balaam the son of Bosor, 
who loved the wages of unrighteous¬ 
ness ; 

Itf But was rebuked for bis Ini- 
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quity; the dumb &ss speaking with 
man’s voice forbade the madness of 
the prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, 
oloada that are carried with a tem¬ 
pest ; to whom the mist of darkness 
is reserved for ever. 

18 For when they ipeak great 
swelling words of vanity, they allure 
through the lusts of tho flesh, through 
much wantonness, those that were 
clear escaped from them who live in 
error. 

19 While they promise them li- 
herty, they thcmselveB are the serv¬ 
ants of corruption ; for of whom a 
man is overcome, of the Bamo is he 
broight into hondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
tho knowledge of the Lord and Sa¬ 
viour Jesus Christ, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome, the 
latter end is worse with them than 
the beginning. 

21 For it had been hctler for them 
not to have known the way of right¬ 
eousness, than, after they have 
known it, to turn from tho holy com¬ 
mandment delivered unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto them 
according to the time proverb, The 
dog is turned to his own vomit again ; 
and, The sow that was washed to her 
wallowing in tho mire, 

CHAPTER m. 

Chris ft second coming—The toorid thall be 

destroyed; exhorting them, from the ex¬ 
pectation thereof to all holiness of life. 
HIS second epistle, helovcd, I now 
write unto you; in which I stir 
up your pure minds by way of re¬ 
membrance ; 

2 That yo mny bo mindful of the 
words which were spoken before by 
the holy prophets, and of (he com¬ 
mandments of us, the apostles of the 
Lord and Saviour: 

3 Knowing this first, that iu the last 
days there shall come scoffers, walk¬ 
ing aftor their own lusts. 

4 Denying tho Lord Josu9 Christ, 
and saying, Where is tho promise of 
his coining? for since tho fathers fell 
asleep, all things must continue as they 
are, and have continued as the^ are 
from the beginning of the creation. 

5 For this thoy willingly arc igno¬ 
rant of, that of old the heavens, and 


the earth standing in the water and 
out of tho water, were created by the 
word of God; 

0 And by the word of God, the 
world that then was, being overflowed 
with water perished; 

7 But the heavens, and the earth 
which are now, are kept in store by 
the same word, reserved unto fire 
against the day of judgment and 
perdition of ungodly men. 

8 But concerning the coming of the 
Lord, beloved, I would not have you 
ignorant of this one thing, that one 
day is with the Lord as a thousand 
years, and a thousand years as osa 
day. 

9 The Lord is not slack concerning 
hie promise and coming, as some men 
count slackness; but long-suffering 
towards ns, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance. 

10 But the day of the Lord will come 
as a thief in the night, in the which 
the heavens shall shake, and the earth 
also Bhall tremble, and the moun¬ 
tains shall melt, and pass away with 
a great noise, and the elements shall 
be filled with fervent heat; the earth 
also shall be filled, and the corrupti¬ 
ble works which are therein shall be 
burned up. 

11 If then all these things shall be 
destroyed, what manner of persons 
ought ye to be in holy oonduot and 
godliness, 

12 Looking unto, and preparing 
for the day of the coming or the Lord 
wherein the corruptible things of the 
heavens being on fire, shall he dis¬ 
solved, and the mountains shall melt 
with fervent beat ? 

13 Nevertheless, if we shall endure, 
we Bhall be kept according to his 

romise. And we look for a new 

eavens, aud a new earth wherein 
dwelleth righteousness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that 
ye look for such things, be diligent, 
that ye may be fonnd of him in peace, 
without spot and blameless ; 

15 And account, even as our beloved 
hrothor Paul also, according to the 
wisdom given unto hitn, hath written 
unto you, tho long-sufferiDg and wait¬ 
ing of our Lord, for salvation. 

16 As also in all his epistles, speak¬ 
ing in them of these things, in whiob 
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■re some things hard to bo under¬ 
stood, which they who are unlearned 
and unstable wrest, os they do also 
the other soriptures, unto their own 
destruction. 

17 Yo therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know before the things whioh are 
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coming, beware lest ye also being 
led away with the error of the wick¬ 
ed, fall from yonr own steadfastness. 

18 But grow in grace and the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. To him be glory both 
now and for ever. Amen. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

JOHN. 


CHAPTER I. 

John tsstiflslh qf the gospel. 
RETHREN, this is the testimony 
whiob we give of that which was 
from the beginning, whioh we have 
heard, which we have Been with our 
eyeB, which we have looked upon, 
and our hands have handled, of the 
Word of life ; 

2 (For the life was manifested, and 
we hove seen it, and bear witness, 
and show unto you that eternal life, 
which was with the Father, and was 
manifested unto us;) 

3 That whioh we have seen and 
heard dcolare we unto you, that ye 
also may have fellowship with us; 
and truly our fellowship is with the 
Father, and with his Son Jesus Christ. 

4 And these things write we unto 
yon, that your joy may be full. 

5 This then is the message whioh 
we have hoard of him, and deolare 
unto you, that God is light, and in 
him is no darkness at all. 

6 If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth; 

7 But if wo walk in the light, as he 
Is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and tho blood of 
Jesus Christ hie Bon oleansoth us 
from all sin. 

8 If we say that we have no sin, we 
deoeive ourselves, and the truth la 
not in ns. 

0 If we confess our sins, he is faith¬ 
ful and just to forgivo us our sins, 
and to olennso us from all unright¬ 
eousness. 

10 If we euy that we have not 
sinned, wo make him a liar, and his 
word is not in ua. 


CHAPTER IL 

Christ our advocate — Vices of the world U 
be avoided—The tsndim of the Spirit. 

Y little children, these things 
write I unto yon, that ye sin 
not. Bnt if any man sin and repent, 
we have an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous; 

2 And he iB the propitiation for our 
sins ; and not for ours only, hut also 
for the sins of the whole world. 

3 And herehy we do know that we 
know him, if we keep his command¬ 
ments. 

A He that eaith, I know him, and 
keepeth not his commandments, is a 
liar, and tho troth is not in him. 

5 But whoso keepeth his word, in 
him verily is the love of God per¬ 
fected; hereby know wo that we are 
in him. 

6 He that saith he abldeth in him 
ought himself also bo to walk, even 
as he walked. 

7 Brethren, I write a new command¬ 
ment unto yon, but it is the same 
commandment which ye bad from 
the boginning. The old command¬ 
ment is the word whioh ye have 
hoard from the beginning. 

8 Again, a new commandment I 
write unto you, whioh thing was of 
old ordained of God ; and is true In 
him, and in you; because the dark¬ 
ness is past In you, and the true light 
now Bhineth. 

9 He that saith he is in the light 
and hateth his brother, is in darkness 
eveD until now. 

10 He that loveth bis brother abid 
etb in the light, and there is sone 
oooasion of stnmbling in him. 

11 But he that hateth his brother ii 
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in darkness, and walkelh in darbneaB, 
and knoweth not whither he goeth, 
oeeausc that darkness hath blfaded 

nis eyes. 

12 I write unto you, little children, 
because your sins are forgiven you 
for his name’s sake. 

13 I write unto you, fathers, because 
ye have known him that is from the 
beginning. I write unto you, yonng 
aien, because ye have overcome the 
wicked one. I write unto you, little 
ihildren, because ye have known the 
Father. 

14 1 have written unto you, fathers, 
because ye have known him that is 
from the heginning. I have written 
unto you, young men, because ye are 
strong, and the word of God abideth 
in you, and ye have overcome the 
wicked one. 

15 Love not the world, neither the 
things that are of the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him. 

16 For all in the world that is of 
the lusts of the flesh, and the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father, but is of the world. 

17 And the world passeth away, 
and the lust thereof; but ho that 
doeth the will of God abideth for ever. 

18 Little children, it is the last 
time; and as ye have heard that 
antichrist shall come, even now are 
there many antichrists; whereby wo 
know that it is the last time. 

19 They went out from us, but they 
were not of us; for if they had been 
of us, they would no doubt have con¬ 
tinued with us: but they went out, 
that they might be made manifest 
that they were not all of us. 

20 But ye have an unotion from the 
Holy One, and ye know all things. 

21 1 have not written unto you be¬ 
cause ye know not the truth, but be¬ 
cause yo know it, and that no lie is 
of the truth. 

22 Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus ie the Christ? lie i9 anti- 
ohrist, that denieth the Father and 
the Son. 

23 Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not llio Father; but he 
that acknowledged tho Son hath Iho 
Father also. 

24 Let that therefore abide in you, 
whioh ye have heard from the begin- i 


ning. If that which ye have heard 
from the beginning shall remain in 
you, ye shall continue in the Son, 
and also in the Father. 

25 And this is the promise that he 
hath promised us, even eternal life. 

26 These things have I written unto 
yon concerning them that seduce you. 

27 But the anointing which ye have 
received of him abideth in yon, and 
yc need not that any man teach you; 
but as the same anointing teachetb 
you of all things, and is truth, and is 
no lie, and even as it hath taught 
you, yc shall abide in him. 

29 And now, little children, abide in 
him; that, when he shall appear, we 
may have confidonce, and not be 
ashamed before him at his coming. 

29 If yo know that he is righteous, 
ye know that every one that doeth 
righteousness is born of him. 

CHAPTER III. 

The love of God to the tainLs—The new birth 
— The love of Christ. 

EIIOLD, what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon 
us, that we should be called the sons 
of God; therefore the world knoweth 
us not, because it knew him not. 

2 Boloved, now are we tho sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be; but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him; 
for we shall see him as he is. 

3 And every man that hath this 
hope in him purificth himself, even 
as ne is pure. 

4 Whosoever committoth sin trans- 
gresseth also the law ; for sin is the 
transgression of tho law. 

5 And ye know that he was mani¬ 
fested to take away our sins; and in 
him is no sin. 

6 Whosoever abideth in him sin- 
neth not; whosoever continnoth in 
sin hath not scon him, neither known 
him. 

7 Little children, let no man de 
ceive you; he that doeth righteoue 
ness is righteous, even as he is right¬ 
eous. 

8 He that oontinueth in sin is of 
the devil; for the devil sinneth from 
the beginning. For this purpose the 
Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of tho devil. 

9 Whosoovcr is born of God doth 
not continue in sin ; for the Spirit of 
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God remaineth Id him; emd he can¬ 
not continue in sin, because he is 
born of God, haring received that 
boly Spirit of promise. 

10 In this the ohildren of God are 
manifest, and the children of the 
devil; whosoever dooth not righteous¬ 
ness is not of God, neither he that 
loveth not his brother. 

11 For this is the message that ye 
heard from the beginning, that we 
should love one another. 

12 Not as Cain, who was of that 
wiokcd one, and slew his brother. 
And wherefore slew he him 7 Because 
his own works were evil, and his 
brother's righteous. 

13 Marvel not, my brethren, if the 
world hate you. 

14 We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we love 
the brethren. He that loveth not his 
brother abideth in death. 

15 Whosoever hateth his brother is 
a murderer; and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding in 
him. 

Id Hereby perceive we the love of 
Christ, because he laid down his life 
for us; and we ought to lay down our 
lives for the brethren. 

17 But whoso hath this world's 
good, and seeth his brother have 
need, and shutteth up his bowels of 
compassion from him, how dwelleth 
the love of God in him ? 

16 My little ohildren, let us not 
love in word, neither in tongue only; 
but in deed and in truth. 

18 And hereby wo know that we are 
of the truth, and shall assure our 
hearts before him. 

20 For if our heart condemn us, God 
[■ greater than our hoart, and know- 
eth all things. 

21 Beloved, if our heart condemn 
us not, then we have confidence to¬ 
ward God. 

22 And whatsoever we ask, we re- 
oeive of him, because we keep his 
commandments, and do those things 
that are pleasing in his sight. 

23 And this is his commandment, 
That we should believe ou the name 
of his Son Jesus Christ, and love 
one another, as he gave us command¬ 
ment. 

34 And he that keepeth his com¬ 
mandments dwelleth In him, and he 
33 


in him. And hereby *e know that 
he abideth in ns, by the Spirit which 
he hath given ns. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Try Vu tpirit*—The excellency of love—CM 
u love. 

ELOVED, believe not every spirit, 
but try the spirits whether they 
are of God; because many false pro¬ 
phets are gone out into the world. 

2 Hereby know ye the Spirit of 
God; Every spirit that confessoth that 
Jesus Christ is oome in the flesh is of 
God; 

3 And every spirit that oonfesseth 
not that Jesus Christ is oome in the 
flesh is not of God; and this is that 
spirit of antichrist, whereof ye have 
heard that it should oome; and even 
now it Is already in the world. 

4 Te are of God, little children, and 
have overcome them; beoause greater 
is he that is in you, than he that is 
in the world. 

6 They are of the world; therefore 
speak they of the world, and the 
world heareth them. 

6 We are of God ; he that knoweth 
God heareth us; he that is not of 
God heareth not us. Hereby know 
we the spirit of truth, and the spirit 
of error. 

7 Beloved, let us love one another; 
for lore is of God; and every one that 
loveth is born of God, and knoweth 
God. 

8 He that loveth not, knoweth not 
God; for God Is love. 

9 In this was manifested the love 
of God toward ns, beoause that God 
sent his only begotten Son into the 
world, that we might live through 
him. 

10 Herein is love, not that we loved 
God, but that he loved us, and sent 
his Son to be the propitiation for our 
sins. 

11 Beloved, if God so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another. 

12 No man hath seen God at any 
time, except them who believe. If 
we love one another, God dwelleth in 
us, and his love is perfected in us. 

13 Hereby know we that we dwell 
in him, and he in us, because he hath 
given us of his Spirit. 

14 And we have seen and do testify 
that the Father sent the Sun to b* 
the Saviour of the world. 
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15 Whosoever shall confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God, God dwell¬ 
eth in him, and he in God. 

16 And we have known and believ¬ 
ed the love that God hath to ns. 
God is love; and he that dwelleth in 
love dwelleth in God, and God in 
him. 

17 Herein is our love made perfect, 
that we may have boldness in the day 
of judgment; because as he is, so 
are we in thi9 world. 

18 There is no fear in love; but 
perfect love casteth ont fear; beoause 
fear hath torment. He that feareth 
is not made perfect in love. 

19 We love him, because he first 
loved us. 

20 If a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother, he is a liar; for 
he that loveth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen ? 

21 And this commandment have we 
from him, That he who loveth God 
luve his brother also. 

CHAPTER V. 

7Tk new birth—The witnesses which bear 
record of eternal life. 
HOSOEVER believeth that 
Jesus is the ChriBt is horn of 
God; and every one that loveth him 
that begat loveth him also that is 
begotten of him. 

2 By this we know that we love the 
ohildren of God, when we love God, 
and keep his oommandments. 

3 For tnis is the love of God, that 
we keep his commandments ; and his 
commandments are not grievous. 

4 For whatsoever is born of God 
overoometh the world; and this is 
the viotory that ovcrcomcth the 
world, even our faith. 

5 Who is he that overoometh the 
world, but he that helioveth that 
Jesus is the Son of God’ 

6 This is he that came by water and 
blood, even Jesus Christ; not by 
water only, but by water and hlood. 
And it is the Spirit that beareth wit¬ 
ness, heoause tne Spirit is truth. 

7 For there are three that bear 
reoord in heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Ghost; and those 
three are one. 

8 And there are three that hear 


witness in earth, the Spirit, and the 
water, and the blood ; and these three 
agree in one. 

9 If we receive tho witness of men, 
the witness of God is greater; for 
this is the witness of God whioh he 
hath testified of his Son. 

10 He that believeth on the Son of 
God hath the witness in himself; he 
that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar; because he bolieveth not 
the record that God gave of his Son. 

11 And this is the record, that God 
hath given to ns eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son. 

12 He that hath the Son hath life; 
and he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life. 

13 These things have I written onto 
you that believe on the name of the 
Son of God; that ye may know that 
ye have eternal life, and that ye may 
continue to believe on the name of 
the Son of God. 

14 And this is the confidence that 
we have in bim, that, if we ask any 
thing acoording to his will, he hear- 
eth us; 

15 And if we know that he hear us, 
whatsoever wo ask, we know that we 
have the petitions that we desired of 
him. 

16 If any man see his brother sin a 
sin which is not unto death, he shall 
ask, and he shall give him life for 
them that sin not unlo death. There 
is a sin unto death ; I do not say that 
he shall pray for it. 

17 All unrighteousness is sin ; and 
there is a sin not unto death. 

18 We know that whosoever is born 
of God continuelh not in sin ; but he 
who is bogotten of God and keepeth 
himself, that wicked one overoometh 
him not. 

19 And we know that we are of God, 
and the whole world lieth in wicked 
ness. 

20 And we know that the Son of 
God is come, and hath given ns bd 
understanding, that we may know 
him that is true ; and we are in bim 
that is true, even in his Son Jesus 
Christ. This is the true God, and 
eternal life. 

21 Little ohildren, keep yourselves 
from idols. Anion.

JOHN. 


Walk in low—TTw antichrist—The doctrine 
qf Christ. 

HE elder unto the elect lady and 
hor children, whom I lore in the 
truth; and not I only, but also all 
they that hare known the truth; 

2 For the truth’s sake, whioh dwell- 
eth in us, and shall be with us for 
erer. 

3 Grace bo with you, meroy, and 

J ieaoe, from God the Father, and 
rom the Lord Jesus Christ, the Son 
of the Father, in truth and lore. 

4 I rojoioed greatly that I found of 
ihy children walking in truth, as we 
hare reoeired a commandment from 
the Fftlhor. 

5 And now I beeeeoh thee, lady, not 
as though I wrote a new oommand- 
ment unto thee, but that whioh we 
had from the beginning, that we love 
one another. 

0 And this is lore, that we walk 
after hie commandments. This is 
the commandment, That, as ye bare 
heard from the beginning, ye should 
walk in it. 


7 For many deoeirers are entered 
into the world, who confess not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh. 
This is a dooeirer and an antiohrist. 

8 Look to yourselres, that we lose 
not those things which we have 
wrought, but that we receive a full 
reward. 

9 Whosoever tranegreaseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of Christ, 
hath not God. He that abideth in 
the doctrine of Christ, he hath both 
the Father and the Son. 

10 If there oome any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine, reoeire him 
not into yonr house, neither bid him 
God-speed; 

11 For he that biddeth him God¬ 
speed is partaker of his evil deeds. 

12 Having many things to write 
unto you, I would not write with 
paper and ink; but I trust to oome 
unto you, and speak face to face, that 
our joy may be full. 

13 The children of thy eleot sister 
greet thee. Amen.

JOHN. 


He eommmdtlh Gains. 

HE elder unto the well beloved 
Gaius, whom I love in the truth. 

2 Beloved, I wish above all things 
that thou mayest prosper and be 
in health, even as thy soul pros- 
pereth. 

3 For I rejoiced greatly, wheD the 
brethren came and testified of the 
truth that is in theo, even as thou 
walkest in the truth. 

4 I havo no greater joy than to 
hear that ray children walk in truth. 

6 Doloved, thou doest faithfully 
whatsoever thou doest to the bre¬ 
thren, and to strangers; 

0 Whioh have borne witness of 
thy charity before the ohuroh; whom 
If thou bring forward on their jour- 
noy sflor a godly sort, thou shalt do 
well ; 


7 Because that for his name’s sake 
they went forth, taking nothing of 
the Gentiles. 

8 We therefore ought to receive 
such, that we might be fellow-help¬ 
ers to the truth. 

9 I wrote unto the ohuroh; bnt 
Diotrephes, who loveth to have the 
pre-eminenoe among them, reoeiveth 
us not. 

10 Wherefore, if I oome, I will re¬ 
member bis deeds which he doeth, 
prating against ns with malioions 
words; and not oonteDt therewith, 
noithor doth he bimBelf receive the 
brethren, and forbiddeth them that 
would, and oasteth them ont of the 
ohuroh. 

11 Beloved, follow not that whioh 
is evil, but that whioh is good. He 
that doeth good is of God; but 
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he that death evil hath not seen 
God. 

12 Demetrius hath good report of 
all men, and of the truth itself; yea, 
and we also bare record; and ye know 
that our record is true. 

13 I had many things to write, bnt 


I will not with Ink and pen write 
unto thee ; 

14 Bnt I trust I shall shortly see 
thee, and we shall speak faoe to 
faoe. Peace be to thee. Our friends 
salute thee. Greet the friends by 
name.

JUDE. 


Saintt tocontmd Jar the faith—Fhlte teach¬ 
ers reproved—Solan reproved by Michael 

—Mockert foretold . 

UDE, the servant of God, oalled 
of Jesus Christ, and brother of 
James; to them who are sanctified of 
the Father, and preserved in Jesus 
Christ; 

2 Mercy unto you, and peace, and 
love, be multiplied. 

3 Beloved, when I gave all dili¬ 
gence to write unto you of the com¬ 
mon salvation, it was needful for me 
to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints. 

4 For there arc certain men crept 
in unawares, who were before of old 
ordained to this condemnation, un¬ 
godly men, turning the grace of our 
God into lasciviousness, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

5 I will therefore put you in re¬ 
membrance, though ye once knew 
this, how that the Lord, having saved 
the people out of the land of Egypt, 
afterward destroyed them that be¬ 
lieved not. 

6 And the angels which kept not 
their first estate, but loft their own 
habitation, he hath reserved iu ever¬ 
lasting chains under darkness unto 
the judgment of the great day. 

7 Even as Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and the cities about them in like 
manner, giving themselves over to 
fornication, and going after strange 
flesh, are set forth for an example, 
suffering the vengeance of eternal fire. 

8 Likewise also these filthy dream¬ 
ers defile the flesh, despise dominion, 
and speak evil of dignities. 

0 Tet Michael the arahangel, when 


contending with the devil he disputed 
abont the body of Moses, durst not 
bring against him a railing aoon- 
sation, hut said, The Lord rebuke 
thee. 

10 But these speak evil of those 
things which they know not; but 
what they know naturally, as brute 
beasts, in those things they corrupt 
themselves. 

11 Woe unto them! for they have 
gone in the way of Cain, and ran 
greedily after the error of Balaam 
for reward, and shall perish in the 
gainsaying of Core. 

12 These are spots in your feasts 
of charity, when they feast with you, 
feeding themselves without fear; 
clouds they are without water, carried 
about of winds; troes whose fruit 
witherelh, without fruit, twice dead, 
plucked up by the roots; 

13 Paging waves of the sea, foam 
ing out their own shame ; wandering 
stars, to whom is reserved the blaok- 
ness of darkness for ever. 

14 And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of those, say¬ 
ing, Behold, the Lord cometh with 
ten thousand of his saints, 

15 To execute judgment upon all, 
and to convince all that aro ungodly 
among them of all their ungodly 
deeds which they have ungodly com¬ 
mitted, and of all their hard speeohei 
which ungodly sinners have spoken 
against him. 

10 These are murraurers, complain- 
ers, walking after their own lasts; 
and their mouth speaketh great swell¬ 
ing words, having men’s persons in 
admiration because of advantage. 

17 Bnt, beloved, remember ye the 
words which were spoken before of the 
apostles of onr Lord Jesns Chrift; 
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18 Dow that they told you there 
should ho mockers Id the last time, 
who should walk after their own un¬ 
godly lusts. 

19 These be they who separate 
themselvos, sensual, haying not the 
Spirit. 

20 But ye, beloved, hullding up 
yourselves od your most holy faith, 
praying in the Holy Ghost, 

21 Keep yourselves in the love of 
God, looking for the meroy of our 
Lord Jobub Christ unto eternal life. 
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22 And of some have compassion, 
making a difference; 

23 And others Bave with fear, pull¬ 
ing them out of the firo; hating even 
the garment spotted hy the flesh. 

24 Now unto him that is ahle to 
keep you from falling, and to present 
yon faultless hefore the presence of 
his glory with exceeding joy, 

25 To the only wise God our Sa¬ 
viour, he glory and majesty, domin¬ 
ion and power, both now and ever. 
Amen. 


THE REVELATION 

OF 8T. JOHN THE DrVINE. 


CHAPTER I. 

HE Revelation of John, a servant 
of God, which was given unto him 
of Jesus Christ, to show unto his serv¬ 
ants things which must shortly come 
to pass, that he sont and signified by 
his angel unto his servant John, 

2 Who hore record of the word of 
God, and of the testimony of Jobub 
Christ, and of all things that he saw. 

3 Blessed are they who readeth, and 
thoy who heareth and understandeth 
the words of this prophecy, and keep- 
eth those things which are written 
therein, for the time of tho coming of 
the Lord drnwolh nigh. 

4 Now this is the testimony of John 
to the seven servants who are over 
the seven churches in Asia. Graco 
unto you, and peace from him who is, 
and who wrb, and who is to como; 
who hath sent forth his angol from 
before his throne, to testify unto Lhose 
who are the seven servants over the 
seven churches. 

6 Therefore, I, John, the faithful 
witness, hear record of tho things 
which were delivered me of tho angel, 
and from Jesus Christ tho first hegot- 
ten of tho dead, and the Prince of the 
kings of the earth. 

6 And unto him who loved us, be 
glory ; who washed us from our sins 
in his uwn blood, and hath made us 
kings and prioBls unto God, his 
Father. To him beglory and domin¬ 
ion, for over and over. Amen. 

7 For behold, he oometh in the 
clouds with ten thousandsof his saints 


in the kingdom, clothed with the 
glory of his Father. And every eye 
shall see him ; and they who pieroed 
him, and all kindreds of the earth 
shall wail beoause of him. Even so, 
Amen. 

8 For ho saith, I am Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the end¬ 
ing, the Lord, who is, and who was, 
and who is to oome, the Almighty. 

9 I John, who also am your brother, 
and companion in trihulAtion, and in 
the kingdom and patienoe of Jeans 
Christ, was in the isle that is called 
Patmos, for the word of God, and for 
the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

10 1 was in the Spirit on the Lord's 
day, and heard hehind me a great 
voice, as of a trumpet, 

11 Saying, I am Alpha and Omega, 
the first and the last; and, What 
thou seeBt, write in a book, and send 
it unto tho seven churches which are 
in Asia; unto EpheBUB, and unto 
Smyrna, and unto Pergamos, and 
unto Thyatira, and unto Sardis, and 
unto Philadelphia, and unto Laodioea. 

12 And I turned to Bee from whenoe 
the voice came that Bpako to mo ; and 
being turned, I saw seven golden 
oandleBtioks; 

13 And in the midst of the coven 
candlesticks one like unto the Son of 
Mau, clothed with a garment down to 
the foot, and girt about the paps with 
a golden girdle. 

14 HiB head and his hairs were 
white like wool, as white as snow; 
and his eyes were as a flame of fire; 
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15 And his feol like unto fine braes, 
as if they burned in a furnace; and 
his voice as the Bound of many waters. 

16 And he had in hie right hand 
seven stars; and out of hiB mouth 
went a sharp two-edged sword; and 
hia oonntenanoe was as the sun 
shining in his strength. 

17 And when I saw him, I fell at his 
feet as dead. And ho laid his right 
hand upon me, saying unto me, Fear 
not; I am the first and the last; 

IS I am he that liveth, and waa 
dead; and, behold, I am alive for 
evermore, Amen ; and have the keys 
of hell and of death. 

19 Write the things which thou hast 
seen, and the things which Are, and 
the things which shall be hereafter. 

20 This is the mystery of the eeven 
stare which thou sawest in my right 
hand, and the seven golden candle¬ 
sticks. The seven stars are the serv¬ 
ants of tho seven churches; and the 
seven candlesticks which thou sawest 
are the seven churches. 

CHAPTER II. 

Charge* to the elder* of Ephetta , Smyrna, 
I’ergamot and Thyatira. 

NTO the servant of the church 
of Ephoaua write; These things 
sailh he that holdeth the seven stars 
in his right hand, who walketh in 
the midst of the seven golden candle¬ 
sticks ; 

2 I know thy workB, and thy labour, 
and thy patience, and how thou canst 
not bear them which are evil : and 
thou hast tried them which say they 
are apostlea, and are not, and hast 
found them liara ; 

3 And hast borne, and hast patience, 
and for my name’s sake hast laboured, 
and hast not fainted. 

4 Nevertheless I have somewhat 
against thee, becauso thou hast left 
thy first love. 

5 Remember therefore from whence 
thou art fallen, and repent, and do 
the first works; or else I will come 
unto thee quickly, and will remove 
thy oandlestiak out of his place, ex- 
oept thou repent. 

6 But this thou hast, that thou 
hateflt the deeds of the Nicolaitans, 
whioh I also hate. 

7 He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the ohuroheB; 
To him that overcometh will I give 


to eat of the tree of life, which is in 
the midst of the paradise of God. 

8 And unto the servant of the chnroh 
in Smyrna write ; These things saith 
the first and the last, whioh was dead, 
and is alive; 

9 I know thy works, andtribulation, 
and poverty, (but thou art rioh) and 
I know the blasphemy of them which 
say they are Jews, and are not, bat 
are the synagogue of Satan. 

10 Fear none of those things wbiob 
thou shalt suffer; behold, the devil 
shall cast some of you into prison, 
that yo maybe tried; and ye shall 
have tribulation ten days; be thou 
faithful unto death and I will give 
thee a orown of life. 

11 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear wbat the Spirit saith nnto the 
churches; He that overcometh shall 
not be hurt of the second doath. 

12 And to the servant of the ohurob 
in Pergamos write; These things 
saith he whioh hath the sharp sword 
with two edges; 

13 I know thy works, and where 
thou dwellest, even where Satan's 
seat is; and thou holdest fast my 
name, and hast not denied my faith, 
even in those days wherein Antipas 
was my faithful martyr, who was slain 
among you, where Satan dwelleth. 

14 But I have a few things against 
thee, because thou hast there them 
that hold the doctrine of Balaam, 
who taught Balak to oast a stumbling 
block before the ohildrcn of Israel, to 
eat things sacrified unto idols, and to 
commit fornication. 

15 So hast thou also them that hold 
the doctrine of the Nicolaitans, whioh 
thing I hate. 

16 Repent; or else I will come unto 
thee quickly, and will fight against 
them with the sword of my mouth. 

17 He that hath an ear, let ;um 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches; To him that overcometh 
will I give to eat of the hidden manna, 
and will give him a white ston>, and 
in the stono a new name written, 
whioh no man knowoth saving he 
that reoeiveth it. 

IS And unto the servant of the 
church in Thyatira write; These 
things saith the Son of God, who hath 
his eyes like unto a flame of fire, and 
his feet are like fine brass; 
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CHAPTER III. 


19 I know thy works, and oharity, 
and service, and faith, and thy 
patience, and thy works ; and the last 
to be mere than the first. 

20 Notwithstanding I have a few 
things against thee, because thon 
suffercst that woman Jezebel, which 
calloth herself a prophetess, to teach 
and to seduce my servants to oom- 
mit fornioation, and to eat things 
sacrificed onto idols. 

21 And I gave her space to repent 
of her fornioation; and she repented 
not. 

22 Behold, T will cast her into hell, 
and them th.'t commit adultery with 
her into great tribulation, except they 
repent of their deeds. 

23 And I will kill her ohildren 
with death; and all the churohes 
shall know that I am be which search- 
eth the reins and hearts; and I will 
give unto overy ono of you according 
to your works. 

24 Bnt unto you I say, and unto 
the rest in Thyatira, as many as 
have not this dootrine, and which 
have not known the depths of Satan, 
as they speak; I will put upon you 
none other burden. 

26 But that which ye have already, 
hold faat till I come. 

20 And to him who overcomeLh, and 
keepeth my commandments unto the 
end, will I give power ovor many 
kingdoms; 

27 And he shall rule thorn with the 
word of God; and they shall be in 
his hands as the vosaols of day in 
the hands of a potter; and he shall 
govern them by faith, with equity 
■ nd justice, even as I received ot my 
Father. 

28 And I will give him the morn¬ 
ing star. 

29 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
shurohes. 

CHAPTER III. 

CKarpf to the elders of Sardis, Philadel¬ 
phia, and Laodicca. 

N D unto the servant of tho church 
in Sardis, write; These things 
saith he who hath tho seven stars, 
which are the seven servants of God; 
I know thy works, that thou hast a 
name that thou livest, and art not 
dead. 

2 Be watchful therefore, and 


strengthen those who remain, who 
are ready to die; for I have not 
fonnd thy works perfeot before God. 

3 Remember therefore how thon 
hast received And heard, and hold 
fast, and repent. If therefore thon 
ahalt not watch, I will come on thee 
as a thief, and thou shalt not know 
what hour I will oome upon thee. 

4 Thou hast a few names even in 
Sardis which have not defiled their 
garments; and they shall walk with 
me in white; for they are worthy. 

& He that overoometh, the same 
shall be clothed in white raiment; 
and I will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will confess 
his name before my Father, and be¬ 
fore hie angels. 

6 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

7 And to the servant of the oharoh 
in Philadelphia write; These things 
saith he that is holy, he that is true, 
ho that hath the key of David, he 
that openeth, and no man shutteth ; 
and shutteth, and no man openeth; 

8 I know thy works ; behold, I have 
set before thee an open door, and no 
innn can shut it; for Ihou hast a lit¬ 
tle strength, and hast kept my word, 
and hast not denied my namo. 

9 Behold, I will make them of the 
synagogue of Satan, which say they 
are Jews, and are not, but do lie; 
behold, I will make them to oome 
and worship beforo Ihy foot, and to 
know that I have loved thee. 

10 Because thou hast kept the word 
of my pationoe, I also will keep thee 
from the hour of temptation, which 
shall como upon all the world, to try 
them th&t dwell upon the earth. 

11 Behold, I oome quickly; hold 
that fast which thou nast, that no 
man take thy crown. 

12 Him that overoometh will I 
make a pillar in the temple of my 
God, and ho shall go no more out; 
and I will write upon him the name 
of my God; and this is the name of 
tho oity of my God, New Jerusalem, 
whioh oometh down out of heaven 
from my God; and I will writo upon 
him my new name. 

13 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith nnto the 
ohurohoa. 
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14 And -jnto the servant of the 
ohurch of the Laodiceans write; 
These things saith the Amen, the 
faithful and true witness, the begin¬ 
ning of the creation of God; 

15 I know thy workB, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot; I would thou 
wert cold or hot. 

16 So then because thou art luke¬ 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spew thee out of my month. 

17 Because thou Bayest, I am rich, 
and increased with goods, and have 
need of nothing; and knowest not 
that thou art wretched, and misera¬ 
ble, and poor, and blind, and naked; 

10 I counsel tbee to buy of me 
gold tried in the fire, that thou may- 
est be rich ; and white raiment, that 
thou mayest be clothed, and that the 
shame of thy nakedness do not ap¬ 
pear; and anoint thine eyes with 
eye-salve, that thou mayest sec. 

19 As many aa I love, I rebuke 
and chasten; be zealous therefore, 
and repent. 

20 Behold, I stand at tbo door, and 
knook ; if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in to 
him, and will sup with him, and he 
with me. 

21 To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I also overcame, and am set 
down with my Father in his throne. 

22 He that hath an car, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

CHAPTER IV. 

John seeih the throne of God—The four and 
twenty elders—The four beasts, 

A FTER this I looked, and behold, 
a door was opened into heaven: 
and the first voice which I heard was 
as it were of a trumpet talking with 
me; which Baid, Como up hither, 
and I will show thee things which 
must be hereafter. 

2 And immediately I was in the 
Spirit; and, behold, a throno was set 
in heaven, and one sat on the throne. 

3 And he that eat thero was to look 
npon like a jasper and a sardine- 
stone ; and there was a rainbow round 
about the throne, in eight like unto 
an emerald. 

4 And in the midstof the throne were 
four and twenty eeatB; and upon the 
seats I saw four and twenty elders 


sitting, olothed In white raiment, 
and they had on their heads orowns 
like gold. 

6 And out of the throne proceeded 
lightnings and thunderings and 
voices; and there were seven lamps 
of fire burning before the throne, 
which are the seven servants of God 

0 And before the throne there was 
a sea of glass like unto crystal; and 
in the midst of the throne were the 
four and twenty elders; and ronml 
abont the throne, were fonr beasts 
full of eyes before and behind. 

7 And the first beast was like a lion 
and the second boast like a calf, and 
the third beast had a face as a man, 
and the fourth beast was like a flying 
eagle. 

8 And the fonr beaata had each of 
them six wings about him ; and they 
were fnll of eyes within; and they 
rest not day and night, saying, Holy, 
holy, holy, Lord God Almighty, which 
was, and is, and is to come. 

9 And when those beasts give glory 
and honour and thanks to him thal 
sits on the throne, who liveth for ever 
and ever, 

10 The four and twenty elders fall 
down before him that sits on the 
throne, and worship him that liveth 
for evor and ever, and oast their 
crowns before the throne, saying, 

11 Thou art worthy, 0 Lord, to 
receive glory and honour and power: 
for tbou bast created all things, and 
for thy pleasure they are and were 
created. 

CHAPTER V. 

The book sealed \mth seven teals—The Lion 
of the tribe of Jud<L. 

A ND I saw in the right hand of 
him that sits on the throne a 
hook written within and on the back 
side, sealed with seven seals. 

2 And I saw a strong angel, and 
heard him proclaiming with a loud 
voice, Who is worthy to open the 
hook, and loose the seals thereof? 

3 And no man in heaven, nor in 
earth, neither under the earth, was 
able to open the book, neither to look 
thereon. 

4 And I wept much, because no 
man was found worthy to open and 
to read the book, neither to look 
thereon. 

5 And one of the elders saith ants 
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me, Weep not; behold, the Lion of 
the tribe of Juda, the Root of David, 
hath prevailed to open the hook, and 
to loose the seven seals thoreof. 

0 And I behold, and, lo, in the 
midst of the throne and of the four 
boasts, and in the midst of the elders, 
stood a Lamb as it had been slain, 
having twelve horns and twelve eyos, 
whioh are the twelve servants of God, 
sent forth into all the earth. 

7 And he oame and took the book 
out of the right hand of him that 
sat upon the throne. 

8 And when he had takon the book, 
the four beasts and four and twenty 
elders fell down before the Lamb, 
having every one of them harps, and 
golden vials full of odours, whioh are 
the prayers of saints. 

9 Aod they sang a new song, say¬ 
ing, Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to opon the seals thereof; 
for thou waet slain, and hast redeem¬ 
ed ns to Qod by thy blood out of 
every kindrod, and tongue, and peo¬ 
ple, and nation; 

10 And haBt made us unto our Qod 
kings and priests; and wo shall reign 
on the eartn. 

11 And I beheld, and I heard the 
voice of many angels round about 
the throne, and the beasts, and tho 
elders; and tho number of them was 
ton thousand times ten thousand, and 
thousands of thousands; 

12 Saying with a loud voice, Wor¬ 
thy is the Lamb that was slain to 
receive power, and riches, and wis¬ 
dom, and strength, and honour, and 
glory, and blessing. 

13 And evory creature which is in 
heaven, and on tho earth, and under 
the earth, and suoh as are in the sea, 
and all that aro in them, heard I 
saying, Dlossing, and honour, and 
glory, and power, bo unto him that 
sitteth upon the throne, and onto the 
Lamb for ever and ever. 

14 And the four boasts said, Amen. 
And the four and twenty elders fell 
down and worshipped him that livoth 
fbr ever and ovor. 

CIIACTKH VI. 

The opening qf the. teals. 

ND I saw when tho Lamb opened 
one of the seals, ono of tho four 
beasts, and I hoard, as it were, the 
noise of thunder, saying, Come and see. 


2 And 1 saw, and behold a white 
horse; and he that sat on him hod a 
bow; and a crown was given unto 
him; and he went forth conquering, 
and to conquer. 

3 And when he had opened the 
second soal, I heard the second beast 
say, Come and see. 

4 And there went out another horse 
that was red; and power was given to 
him that sat thereon to take peace 
from the earth, and that they should 
kill ono another; and there was given 
unto him a great sword. 

5 And whon he had opened the 
third seal, I heard the third beast 
Bay, Come and see. And I beheld, 
and lo a blaok horse; and he that sat 
on him had a pair of balances in his 
hand. 

6 And I heard a voice in the midst 
of the four beasts say, A measure of 
wheat for a penny, and three mea¬ 
sures of barloy for a penny; and hart 
not thou the oil and the wine. 

7 And when he had opened the 
fourth seal, I heard the voice of the 
feurth beast say, Come and see. 

8 And I looked, and behold a pale 
horse; and his name that sat on him 
was Death, and Hell followed with 
him. And power was given unto 
them over the fourth part of the 
earth, to kill with sword, and with 
hunger, and with death, and with the 
beasts of the earth. 

9 And when he had opened the fifth 
seal, I saw undor the altar the bouIb 
of thorn that wore slain for the word 
of Qod, and for the testimony which 
they held; 

10 And they oried with a loud voice, 
saying, How long, 0 Lord, holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth ? 

11 And white robes were givon unto 
every one of thorn; and it was said 
unto them, that they should rest yet 
for a little season, until their fellow- 
servants also and their brethren, that 
should be killed as they were, should 
bo fulfilled. 

12 And I beheld when he had 
opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there 
was a groat oarthqaake; and the bob 
booame black as Backcloth of hair, 
and the moon booame as blood; 

13 Aud the stars of hoaven fell onto 
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the earth, even as a fig troe castelh I B Of the trihe of Zabulon were 


her untimely figs, when Bhe is shaken 
of a mighty wind. 

14 And the heavenB opened as a 
scroll is opened when it ib rolled to¬ 
gether; and every mountain, and 
island, was moved out of its place. 

15 And the kings of the earth, and 
the great men, and the rich men, and 
the ohief captains, and the mighty 
men, and every bond man, and every 
free man, hid themsolves in the dens 
and in the rooks of the mountains; 

16 And said to the mountains and 
rooks. Fall on us, and hide us from 
the face of him that sitteth on the 
throno, and from the wrath of the 
Lamb; 

17 For the groat day of his wrath 
is oome; and who shall be able to 
stand ? 

CHAPTER VII. 

The servant* of Ood sealed—The innumerable 
multitude, 

ND after these things I saw four 
angels standing on tho four 
oornors of tho earth, holding the four 
wind's of the earth, that tho wind 
should not blow on the earth, nor on 
the sea, nor on any troe. 

2 And I saw another angel ascend¬ 
ing from the east, having the seal of 
tho living God; and I heard him ory 
with a loud voice to the foor angels, 
to whom it was given to hurt the 
earth and the sea, 

3 Saying, Hurt not the earth, nei¬ 
ther the sea, nor the trees, till we 
havo sealed the servants of our God 
in their foreheads. 

A And tho number of them who 
were sealed, wero an hundred and 
forty and fonr thonaand of all the 
tribes of the ohildren of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Juda wore sealod 
twelve thousand. Of tho tribo of 
Reuben woro seated twelve thousand. 
Of the tribo of Gad woro soalod 
twelve thonaand. 

6 Of the tribe of Aser were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of tho trihe of 
Nephthalim wore sealed twelve thou¬ 
sand, Of the tribe of Manasaos were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of tho tribe of Bimoon were seal¬ 
ed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Levi were soaled twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Tssaohar wero scaled 
twelve thousand. 


sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Joseph were sealed twelve thou 
sand. Of the tribe of Benjamin were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitnde, whioh no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues, stood before 
the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms 
in their bunds; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, say¬ 
ing, Salvation to our God whioh sit¬ 
teth upon the throne, and onto the 
Lamb. 

11 And all the 'angels stood round 
about the throne, and abont the eld¬ 
ers and the four beasts, and felt 
before the throne on their faces, and 
worshipped God, 

12 Saying, Amen; Blessing, and 
glery, and wisdom,and thanksgiving, 
and honour, and power, and might, 
be unto our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answered, 
saying unto me, What are these 
which are arrayed in white robes? 
and whence came they? 

1 14 And I said onto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 

15 Therefore are they hefore the 
throne of God, and serve him day 
and night in his temple; and he that 
sitteth on the throne shall dwell 
among them. 

Ifl They shall hunger no more, nei¬ 
ther thirst any moro; neither shall 
the sun light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the 
midst of the throne shall feed them, 
and shall lead them unto living fount¬ 
ains of waters; and God Bhall wipe 
away all tearB from tbeir eyes. 
CHAPTER YTTI. 

&wn angels, seven trumpets —ftw sosmd, 
and great plagues fdBase. 

ND when he had opened the 
eoventh seal, there was silence 
in hcavon about the space of half an 
hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels whioh 
stood beforo God; and to them wert 
given the seven trumpets. 
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3 And another angol came and stood 
at the altar, having a golden censer; 
and thero was given onto him much 
lnconse, that he should offer it with 
the prayors of all Baints upon the 
golden altar which wan bctoro the 
throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, 
which camo with the proyers of the 
saints, asccndod up before God out 
of the angel’s band. 

6 And the angel took the censer, 
and filled it with fire of the altar, and 
oast it into the earth; and thore were 
voices, and thunderings, and light¬ 
nings, and an carthquako. 

6 And tbo seven angels which bad 
the seven trumpets preparod them¬ 
selves to sound. 

7 The first angel soundod, and 
there followed hail and firo mingled 
with blood, and they were cast upon 
tho earth; and tho third part of trees 
was burnt up, and all green grass 
was burnt up. 

8 And tho second angol sounded, 
and as it wore a great mountain 
burning with firo was cast into the 
sea; and tbo third part of the sea 
became blood. 

0 And tho third part of the crea¬ 
tures whioh wore in the sea, and had 
life, diod; and tho third part of tho 
ships wero destroyed. 

10 And the third angol sounded, 
and there fell a great star from hea¬ 
ven, burning as it were a lump, and 
it fell upou the third pnrtoC the rivers, 
and upon tho fountains of waters; 

11 And tho naruo of the star is called 
Wormwood; and tho third part of 
the waters hconme wormwood; and 
many mon died of the waters, bo- 
oauso they were made bitter. 

12 And tho fourth angel soundod, 
and the third part of tho sun was 
smitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and tho third part of the stars; 
so that the third part of them was 
darkenod, and the day shone not for 
a third part of it, and the night like¬ 
wise. 

13 And I beheld, and heard an 
angel flying through the midst of 
heaven, saying with a loud voice, 
Woo, woo, woe, to the inhabitera of 
tho earth by reason of the other 
voioos of the trumpet of the three 
angels, whioh are yet to sound! 


CHAPTER IX. 

The founding of the ftflh angtl — Opening cf 
Vie botiomlest pit. 

A ND the fifth angel sonnded, and 
I saw an angel fall from heaven 
unto the earth ; and to him was given 
the key of the bottomless pit. 

2 And he opened the bottomless pit; 
and there arose a smoke out of the 
pit, ns the smoke of a great furnace; 
and the snn and the air were dark¬ 
ened by reason of the smoke of the 
pit. 

3 And there came out of the smoke 
locusts upon tho earth; and unto 
them was given power, as the scor¬ 
pions of tho earth have power. 

4 And it was commanded them that 
they should not hurt the grass of the 
earth, noithor any green thing, nei¬ 
ther any tree; but only those men 
which have not tho seal of God in 
their forchoads. 

5 And to them It was given that 
they should not kill them, bnt that 
they should be tormented five months; 
and their torment was as tho torment 
of a scorpion, when he striketh a 
man. 

6 And in those days shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it; and 
shall desire to die, and death shall 
flee from them. 

7 And tho shapes of the loousts 
were like unto horses prepared nnto 
baltlo; and on their heads wero as it 
were crowns like gold, and their fooes 
were as the faoes of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair of 
women, and their teeth were as the 
teeth of lionB. 

0 And they had breastplates, as It 
were breastplates of iron; and the 
sound of tnoir wings was as the 
sound of chariots of many horses 
running to battle. 

10 And thoy had tails like nnto 
soorpioDB, and thero wore stings in 
their tails; and their power was to 
hurt men five months. 


11 And they had a kiDg over them, 
whioh is the angel of the bottomless 


pit, whoso name in the Hebrew tongue 
is Abaddon, but in the Greok tongue 
hath his name Apollyon. 

12 One woe is past; and, '~ohold, 


there oome two woes more hereafter. 


13 And the sixth angel sounded, 
and I heard a voice from the four 
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horns of the golden altar which is 
before God, 

14 Baying to the sixth aDgel which 
had the trumpet, Loose the four an¬ 
gels which are bound in the bottom¬ 
less pit. 

15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hour, and 
a day, and a month, and a year, for 
to slay the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army 
of tho horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousand; and I Baw the 
nnmber of them. 

17 And thuB I saw the horses in the 
vision, and them that Bat on them, 
having breastplates of firo, and of ja¬ 
cinth, and brimstone; and the heads 
of the horses were as tho hoads of 
lions; and out of their mouths issued 
fire and smoke and brimstono. 

18 By these three was tho third 
part of mon killed, by the fire, and 
by the smoke, and by the brimstone, 
which issued out of their mouths. 

19 For their powor is in their mouth, 
and in their tails; for their tails were 
like unto serpents, and had heads, 
and with them they do hurt. 

20 And the rest of tho men which 
were not killed by those plagues yet 
repented not of the worts of tbeir 
hands, that they should not worship 
devils, and idols of gold, and silver, 
and braes, and etone, and of wood; 
which neither can see, nor hear, nor 
walk; 

21 Noither repented thoy of their 
murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of 
their fomioation, nor of their thefts. 

CHAPTER X. 

The angel with an open book—The end qf 
time declared—John eat* the hook. 

A ND I saw another mighty angel 
oome down from heaven, clothed 
with a cloud; and a rainbow was 
upon his head, and his face was as it 
were the sun, and his feet as pillars 
of fire; 

2 And he had in his hand a little 
book open ; and he set his right foot 
upon the sea, and his left foot on the 
earth, 

3 And oried with a loud voioe, as 
when a lion roareth; and when he 
had oried, seven thunders uttered 
their voioes. 

4 And when the seven thunders had 
uttered their voioes, I was about to 


write; and I heard a voice from hea¬ 
ven saying unto me, Those things are 
sealed np which the seven thunders 
uttered, and write them not. 

b And the angel which I saw stand 
upon the sea and upon the earth lift¬ 
ed up his hand to heaven, 

6 And aware by him that liveth for 
ever and ever, who created heaven, 
and the things that therein are, and 
the earth, and the things that therein 
are, and the sea, and the things which 
are therein, that there should be lime 
no longer; 

7 But in the days of the voice of the 
seventh angel, when he shall begin to 
sound, the mystery of Qod should be 
finished, as he hath deolared to his 
servants the prophets. 

8 And the voice whioh I heard from 
heaven spake onto me again, and 
said, Go and take the little hook 
which is open in the hand of the 
angel which standeth upon the sea 
and upon the earth. 

9 And I wont unto tho angel, and 
said unto him, Give me the little 
book. Aud he said onto me, Take 
it, and eat it up; and it shall make 
thy belly bitter, bat it shall be in thy 
mouth sweet as honey. 

10 And I took the little book out of 
the angel’s hand, and ate it up ; and 
it was in my mouth sweet as honey; 
and as soon as I had eaten it, my 
belly was bitter. 

11 And ho said unto mo, Thou must 
prophesy again before many peoples, 
and nations, and tongnes, and kings. 


CHAPTER XI. 

The two witnesses prophesy — They have note- 
er to shut heaven, that it rain not—The beast 
thali fight against them , and kill them — 
They lie unburied —A/lcr three days and 
a half rise again—The second woe is pad 
— T7ie seventh trumpet soundeih. 

A ND there was given me a reed 
like unto a rod; and the angel 
stood, saying, Rise, and measure the 
temple of God, and the altar, and 
them that worship therein. 

2 But the oourt whioh is without the 


tho temple, leave out, and measnre it 
not; for it is given onto the Gentiles; 
and the holy oity shall they tread un- 
dor foot forty and two months. 

3 And I will give power unto my 
two witnesses, and they shall pro¬ 
phesy & thousand two hundred and 
threescore days, olothed in sackcloth 
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4 *Rieie arc the two olive tree*, and 
the two candlestick* standing before 
the God of the cnrth. 

5 And if any man will hurt them, 
fire proccedclh out of llicir mouth, 
and aevourcth their enemies; and if 
any man will hurt thorn, he mu*t in 
this manner bo killod. 

6 These have power to Bhut heaven, 
that it rain not in the days of their 
prophecy ; and have power over wa¬ 
ters to turn thorn to blood, and to 
smite tho earth with all plagues, as 
often as they will. 

7 And when they shall have finishod 
their testimony, the beast that as- 
oendeth out of the bottomless pit 
shall make war againet them, and 
shall overcome them, and kill them. 

0 And their dead bodies shall lie in 
tho street of tho great city, which 
spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, 
whero also our Lord was crucified. 

9 And they of Lhe people and kin¬ 
dreds and tongues and nations shall 
see their dead bodies threo days and 
a half, and shall not suETcr their doad 
bodies to bo put in graves. 

10 And they that dwell upon the 
earth shall rejoice over them, and 
make merry, and shall send gifts ono 
to another; because these two pro¬ 
phets tormented them that dwelt on 
the earth. 

11 And after three dayB and a half 
the Spirit of life from God entered 
into them, and they stood upon their 
feet; and great fear fell upon them 
which saw them. 

12 And they heard a great voico 
from heaven, saying unto them, Come 
up hither. And they ascended up to 
heaven in a cloud; and their enemies 
behold them. 

13 And the Bamo hour was there a 
great earthquake, and the tenth part 
of tho city fell, and in the earthqunko 
woro slain of tnon seven thousand ; 
and the remnant wore affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven. 

14 The second woe is past; and, be¬ 
hold, the third woe comoth quickly. 

16 And the seventh angel sounded; 
and there were great voices in hea¬ 
ven, saying, The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of 
onr Lord, and of his Christ; and he 
•hall reign for ever and ever. 

10 And the four and twenty elders, 


which sat before God on their seats, 
fell upon their faces, and worshipped 
God, 

17 Saying, We give thoe thanks, 0 
Lord God Almighty, which art, and 
wast, and art to com©: because thou 
hast taken to thee tby great power, 
and hast reigned. 

18 And the nations were angry, and 
thy wrath is come, and the time of 
the dead, that they should be judged, 
and that thou shouldest give reward 
unto thy servants the prophets, and 
to the saiDts, and them that fear thy 
name, small and great; and shouldest 
destroy them which destroy the earth. 

19 And the temple of God was 
opened in heaven, and there was 
seen in his temple the ark of hi* 
testament; and there were light¬ 
nings and voices, and thunderings 
and an earthquake, and great hail. 

CHAPTER Xn. 

The woman clothed with the tun—The red 
dragon—The woman Jleeth—Fight with 
the dragon. 

ND there appeared a great sign 
in heaven, in the likeness of 
things on the earth ; a woman clothed 
with tho sun, and the moon under 
her feet, and upon her head a crown 
of twclvo stars. 

2 And the woman being with child, 
cried, travailing in birth, and pained 
to be delivered. 

3 And she hrought forth a man 
child, who was to rule all nations 
with a rod of iron; and her child 
was caught up unto God and his 
throne. 

4 And there appeared another sign 
in heaven ; and behold, a great red 
dragon, having sevon heads and ten 
borns, and sevon crowns upon his 
heads. And his tail drow tne third 
part of tho stars of heaven, and did 
cast them to the earth. And the dra¬ 
gon stood before the woman which 
was dclivorod, ready to devour her 
child after it was born. 

6 And the woman fled into the wil¬ 
derness, whore she had a place nre- 

ared of God, that they should feed 

cr there a thousand and two hun¬ 
dred and threescore years. 

6 And there was war in heaven; 
Michael and hie angels fought against 
the dragon ; and the dragon and hi* 
angels fought against Michael; 
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7 And the dragon prevailed not 
against Miohael, neither the child, 
nor the woman which was tho church 
of God, who had been dolivered of 
her pains, and brought forth the 
kingdom of God and his Christ. 

8 Neither was there place found in 
heaven for the great red dragon, who 
was cast out; that old serpent called 
the devil, and also called Satan, 
which deceiveth the whole world; he 
was oast out into the earth; and hie 
angels were cast out with him. 

0 And I heard a loud voico saying 
in heaven. Now is come ealvation, 
and strength, and the kingdom of 
our God, and the power of his 
Christ; 

10 For the accuser of our brethren 
is oast down, which accused them be- 
fore our God day and night. 

11 For Lhey have overcome him by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony; for they 
loved not their own lives, but kept 
the testimony even unto death. 
Therefore, rejoice 0 heavens, ond 
ye that dwell in them. 

12 And after these things I heard 
another voice saying, Woe to tho in- 
habilers of the earth, yea, and they 
who dwell upon tho islands of the sea ! 
for the devil is come down unto you, 
having great wrath, because ho know- 
eth that he hath hut a short time. 

13 For when the dragon saw that 
he was cast unto the earth, he per¬ 
secuted the woman which brought 
forth tho umn child. 

14 Therefore, to the woman was 
given two wings of a great eagle, 
that she might flee into the wilder¬ 
ness, into licr place, where she is 
nourished for a time, and times, and 
half a time, from tho face of the ser¬ 
pent. 

15 And the serpent casteth out of 
hie mouth water as a flood after tho 
woman, that he might cause hor to 
be carried away of the flood. 

10 And tho earth helpctb tho wo¬ 
man, and the earth openeth her 
mouth, and ewalloweth up the flood 
whioh the dragon casteth out of his 
mouth. 

17 Therefore, the dragon was wroth 
with the woman, and went to make 
war with the remnant of her seed, 
which keep the oommandmenU of 


God, and have the testimony of Jesui 
Christ. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The beast vrith seven heads and ten horns — 
Another beast — Men compelled to loorihip 
the beast—The faith of the saints. 

ND I saw another sign, in the 
likeness of the kingdoms of the 
earth ; a beast rise up out ol the eea, 
and he stood upon tho sand of the sea, 
having seven heads and ten horns; 
and upon his horns ten orowns; and 
upon his heads the name of blas¬ 
phemy. 

2 And the beast which 1 saw was 
like unto a leopard, and his feet 
were as the feet of a bear, and his 
mouth as the mouth of a lion; and 
the dragon gave him his power, and 
his seat, and great authority. 

3 And I saw one of his heads as it 
were wounded to death; and his 
deadly wound was healed; and all 
the world wondered after the beast. 

4 And they worshipped the dragon 
which gave power unto the beast; 
aud they worshipped the beast, Bay¬ 
ing, Who is like unto the beast? 
who is able to make war with him ? 

5 And there was given unto him 
a mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies; and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months. 

6 And he opened bis mouth in blas¬ 
phemy against God, to blaspheme his 
name, and his tabernacle, and them 
that dwell in heaven. 

7 And it was given unto him to 
make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them; and power was 
given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations. 

S And all that dwell uron the earth 
shall worship him, whete names are 
not written in tho book "»f life of the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of 
tbe world. 

9 If any man have an ear, let him 
hear. 

10 Ho that leadeth into captivity 
shall go into oaptivity; he that kill - 
eth with the sword must bo killed 
with the sword. Here is the patienoe 
and the faith of the saints. 

11 And I behold another beast oom- 
ing up out of the earth ; and he had 
two horDS like a lamb, and he spake 
as a dragon. 
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12 And ho exercisoth all the power 
of the first boast before him, and 
oauBeth the earth and them which 
dwell therein to worship the first 
beast, whose deadly wound was 
healed. 

13 And ho doeth great wonders, 
bo that he maketh fire come down 
from heaven on the earth in the 
Bight of men, 

14 And decoiveth them that dwell 
on tho earth by tko means of those 
miracles which ho had power to do 
in the sight of tho beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the 
boast, which had tho wound by a 
sword, and did live. 

15 And he had power to givo life 
onto tho image of the beast, that 
the imago of the beast should both 
speak, and cause that as many as 
would not worship the image of the 
boast should bo killod. 

16 And he oauseth all, both small 
and great, rioh and poor, free and 
bond, to roocive&mark in their right 
hand, or in thoir foreheads ; 

17 And that no man might buy 
or sell, save ho that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the number 
of his name. 

18 Mere is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding oount tho num¬ 
ber of the boast; for it is the num¬ 
ber of a man; and his numbor is 
Six hundred threesoore and six. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

The Lamb on mount Sion—An angel re- 
ttorelh the. gasnel—The fall of Babylon — 
The harvest of the world. 

S D I looked, and, lo, a Lamb 
stood on the mount Sion, and 
with him a hundred forty and four 
thousand, having his Father's name 
written in their foreheads. 

2 And I hoard a voioo from heaven, 
as tho voice of many waters, and as 
the voioe i*f a great thunder; and I 
hoard tho voioo of harpers harping 
with tbeir harps; 

3 And they sung as It were a new 
■ong bofero the throne, and bofore 
the four beasts, and the elders; and 
no man could learn that song but the 
hiindred and forty and four thousand, 
whioh were redoemed from the earth. 

4 These are they whioh wore not 
defiled with women; for they are 


virgins. These are they which fol¬ 
low the Lamh whithersoever he goetli. 
These were redeemed from among 
men, heing the first-fruits onto God 
and to the Lamb. 

5 And in their mouth was found 
no guile; for they are wilhout fault 
before the throne of God. 

6 And I saw another angel fly in 
the midst of heaven, having the ever¬ 
lasting gospel to prcaoh unto them 
that dwell on the earth, and to every 
nation, and kindred, and tongue, and 
people, 

7 Saying with a loud voioo, Fear 
God, and give glory to him ; for the 
hour of his judgment is oome; and 
worship him that made he&von, and 
earth, and the sea, and the fountains 
of waters. 

8 And there followed another angel, 
saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, 
that great city, because she made 
all nations drink of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornioation. 

9 And the third angel followed 
them, saying with a loud voioe, If 
any man worship the beast and his 
image, and rccoive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, 

10 The same shall drink of tho wine 
of the wrath of God, whioh is poured 
out without mixture into the oup of 
his indignation; and he shall be tor¬ 
mented with fire and brimstone in 
tho prosonoo of the holy angels, and 
in tne presenoe of the Lamb; 

11 And tho smoke of their tor¬ 
ment ascendeth up for ever and ever; 
and they have no rest day nor night, 
who worship tho beast and his image, 
and whosoovor reoeiveth the mark of 
his name. 

12 Here is the patience of the 
Baints; here are they that keep the 
oommandments of God, and the faith 
of Jesus. 

13 And I heard a voice from hea¬ 
ven saying unto me, Write, Bleflsed 
are the dead whioh die in the Lord 
from henceforth; Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their 
labours; and their works do follow 
them. 

14 And I looked, and behold a 
white cloud, and upon the olond one 
sal like unto the Son of Man, having 
on his head a golden orown, and In 
his hand a sharp eiokle. 
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15 And another angel came out of ! 
the temple, orying with a lond voice 
to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust 
in thj sickle, and reap; for the time 
is come for thee to reap; for the har¬ 
vest of the earth is ripe. 

16 And be that Bat on the cloud 
thrnst in his sickle on the earth ; and 
the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out of 
the temple which is in heaven, he 
alss having a sharp sickle. 

18 And another angel came out 
from the altar, which had power over 
fire; and cried with a load cry to 
him that had the sharp sickle, say¬ 
ing, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and 
gather the clusters of the vine of the 
earth ; for her grapes are fully ripe. 

19 And the angel thrust in his 
sickle into the earth, and gathered 
the vine of the earth, and cast it into 
the great winepress of the wrath of God. 

20 And the winepress was trodden 
without the city, and blood came out 
of the winepress, even unto the horses' 
bridles, by the Bpace of a thousand 
and six hundred furlongs. 

CIIAPTER XT. 

The seven last plagues—The sang of than 

that rmerarme—The seven vials of wrath. 
ND I saw another sign in hea¬ 
ven, great and marvellous, seven 
angels having the seven last plagues; 
for in thorn is filled up the wrath of 
God. 

2 And I saw as it were a sea of 
glass mingled with fire; and them 
that had gotten the victory over the 
beast, and over his image, and over 
his mark, and over the number of his 
name, stand on the sea of glass, hav¬ 
ing the harps of God. 

3 And they sing tho song of Moses 
the servant of God, and the song of 
the Lamb, saying, Great and mar¬ 
vellous are thy works, Lord God 
Almighty; just and true are thy 
ways, thou King of saints. 

4 Who shall not fear thee, 0 Lord, 
and glorify thy name? for thou only 
art holy ; for all nations shall come 
and worship before thee; for thy 
judgments are mado manifest. 

5 And after that I looked, and. be¬ 
hold, the temple of the tabernaolc of 
the testimony in heaven was opened; 

6 And the seven angels oame out of 
tho temple, having the seven plagues. 


olothed in pure and white linen, and 
having their breasts girded with 
golden girdles. 

7 And one of the four beasts gave 
unto the seven angels seven golden 
vials full of the wrath of God, who 
liveth for ever and ever. 

8 And the temple was filled with 
smoke from the glory of God, and 
from his power; and no man was 
able to enter into the tcmplo. till the 
Boven plagues of the seven angels 
were fulfilled. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

The angels pour out their vials—The plagues 

that follow—Christ cometh at a thief— 

Blessed art they that watch—Spirits of 

devils. 

ND I heard a great voice out of 
the temple saying to the Beven 
angels. Go your ways, and pour onl 
the vials of the wrath of God npon 
the earth. 

2 And the first went, and poured out 
his vial upon the earth ; and there fell 
a noisome and grievous sore upon the 
men which had the mark of the beast, 
and upon them which worshipped his 
image. 

3 And the second angel poured out 
his vial upon the sen; and it became 
as the blood of a dead man; and 
every living soul died in the sea. 

4 And the third angel poured out 
his vial upon the rivers and fountains 
of waters ; and they became blood. 

5 And I heard the angel of the 
waters say, Thou art righteous, 0 
Lord, which art, and wast, and shalt 
be, because thou hast judged thus. 

ft For they have shed the blood oi 
saints and prophets, and thon hast 
given them blood to drink; for they 
aro worthy. 

7 And I heard another angel who 
enmo out from the altar flaying, 
Even bo, Lord God Almighty, true 
and righteous are thy judgments. 

8 And the fourth angel poured onl 
his rial upon the sun; and power 
was given unto him to sooroh men 
with fire. 

9 And men wore scorched with great 
heat, and blasphemed the name of 
God, which hath power over these 
plagues; and they repented not to 
give him glory. 

10 And the fifth angel poured out 
his vial upon the seat of tho Denst; and 
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his kingdom was full of darkness; and 
they gnawed their tongues for pain, 

11 And blasphemed the God of 
heaven because of thoirpains and their 
sores, and repented not of their deeds. 

12 Aud tho sixth angel poured out 
his vial upon tho great river Eu¬ 
phrates; and the water thereof was 
dried up, that the way of tho kings 
of the east might be prepared. 

13 And I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth of 
the dragon, and out of tho mouth of 
the beast, and out of the mouth of 
the false prophet. 

14 Fo^ they aro the spirits of devils, 
working miracles, which go forth 
unto tho kings of the earth and of 
the whole world, to gather them to 
Lbe hattle of that great day of God 
Almighty. 

15 Behold, I come as a thief. 
Blessed is he that watchcth, and 
koepeth his garments, lost he walk 
naked and they soo his shame. 

10 And he gathered them together 
into a place called in the Hebrew 
tongue Armageddon. 

17 And the seventh angel poured 
out his vial into the air; and there 
came a great voice out of the templo 
of heaven, from the throne, saying, 
It is done. 

18 And there were voices, and thun¬ 
ders, and lightnings; and there was 
a great earthquake, such as was not 
since men wore upon the earth, so 
mighty an earthquake, and so great. 

19 And tho great city was divided 
into three parts, and tho cities of the 
nations fell; and great Babylon oame 
in remembrance before God, to give 
unto her the oup of the wine of the 
fierceness of his wrath. 

20 And every island fled away, and 
the mountains were not found. 

21 And thero fell npon men a great 
hail out of heaven, every stone about 
the woight of a talent; and men hlas- 
phouiod God because of tbe plague of 
the bail; lor the plague thereof was 
exceeding great. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

A wtrmun sitting upon the beast — l?ie iwter- 

yrelation of the seven heads, and the ten 

nwrij—77ir jrunirhmmt of the whore—The 

victory of the Lamb. 

NP there came ono of the sovon 
angois which had the seven 


vials, and talked with me, saying 
unto me, Come hither; I will show 
onto thee tho judgment of the great 
whore thatsittoth upon many waters; 

2 With whom the kings of tho earth 
have committed fornioation, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been 
made drank with the wine of her for¬ 
nioation. 

3 So he carried me away in the 
spirit into the wilderness; and I saw 
a woman sit upon a scarlet coloured 
boast, full of names of hlasphemy, 
having soven heads and ten horns. 

4 And the woman was arrayed in 
pmyle and scarlet colour, and decked 
with gold and procious stones and 

earls, having a golden oup in her 

and full of abominations and filthi¬ 
ness of her fornication; 

5 And upon her forehead was a name 
written, MYSTERY, BABYLON 
THE GREAT, TIIE MOTHER OF 
HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS 
OF THE EARTH. 

0 And I saw the woman drunken 
with the blood of the saints, and with 
the blood of the martyrs of Jesus ; 
and when I bsw her, I wondered 
with great admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto me, 
Wherefore didst thou marvel ? I will 
tell thee the mystery of the woman, 
and of the beast that o&rrielh her, 
which hath the seven heads and ten 
horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest was, 
and is not; and shall ascend out of 
the bottomless pit, and go into per¬ 
dition ; and they that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, whose names were 
not written in tbe book of life from 
the foundation of the world, when 
they behold the beast that was, and 
is not, and yet is. 

9 And hero is the mind which h«th 
wisdom. The eevon heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman ait* 
teth. 

10 And thore aro seven kings; five 
are fallen, and one is, and the other 
is not yet come ; and when he oometh, 
he must continue a short space. 

11 And tho beast that was, and le 
not, oven he is the eighth, and is of 
the seven, and goeth into perdition. 

12 And the ten horns which thon 
sawest are ten hingB, whioh have re¬ 
ceived no kingdom as yet; hut re- 
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oeive power as kings one hour with 
the beast. 

13 These hare one mind, and shall 
give their power and strength unto 
the beast. 

14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome 
them; for he is Lord of lords, and 
King of king9; and they that are 
with him are called, and chosen, 
and faithful. 

15 And he Bnith unto me. The waters 
which thou sawest, where the whore 
sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, 
and nations, and tongues. 

16 And the ten horns which thou 
saweBt upon the beast, these shall hate 
the whore, and shall make her deso¬ 
late and naked, and shall eat her 
flesh, and burn her with fire. 

17 For God hath put in their hearts 
to fulfil his will, and to agree, and 
give their kingdom unto the beast, 
until the words of God are fulfilled. 

18 And the woman which thou 
sawest is that great city, which reign- 
eth over the kings of the earth. 

CIIAPTER XVIII. 

Babylon it fallen — Voice from heaven to the 
sainit—The destruction of the wicked—The 
saints rejoice. 

A ND after these things I saw 
another angel come down from 
heaven, having great power; and the 
earth was lightened with his glory. 

2 And he cried mightily with a 
strong voice, saying, Babylon the 
great is fallen, is fallen, and is be¬ 
come the habitation of devils, and 
the hold of every foul spirit, and a 
oage of every unclean and hateful 
bird. 

3 For all nations have drunk of tbe 
wine of the wrath of her fornication, 
and the kings of the earth have com¬ 
mitted fornication with her, and the 
morohants of the earth are waxed 
rioh through the abundance of her 
delicacies. 

4 And I heard another voice from 
heaven, saying, Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of 
ner sins, and that ye reooive not of 
herjplagues. 

5 For her sins have reached unto 
hoaven, and God hath remembered 
her iniquities. 

fl Reward her even as she rewarded 
yon, and douhle unto her double 


according to her works; in the a up 
which she hath filled, fill to her double 

7 How much she hath glorified 
herBelf, and liycd deliciously, so muoh 
torment and sorrow give her; for she 
sailh in her heart, I sit a queen, and 
am no widow, and shall see no sorrow. 

8 Therefore shall her plagues come 
in one day, death, and mourning, 
and famine; and she shall be utterly 
burned with fire; for strong is the 
Lord God who judgeth her. 

9 And the kings of the earth, who 
have committed fornication and lived 
deliciously with her, shall bewail her, 
and lament for her, when they shall 
see the smoke of her burning, 

10 Standing afar off for the fear of 
her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that 
great city Babylon, that mighty oity! 
for in one hour is thy judgment come. 

11 And the merchants of tbe earth 
shall weep and mourn over her; for 
no man buyeth their merchandise any 
more ; 

12 The merchandise of gold, and 
silver, and precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen, and purple, 
and silk, and Bcarlct, and all thyine 
wood, and all manner vessels of ivory, 
and all manner vessels of most 
precious wood, and of brass, and iron, 
and marble, 

13 And cinnamon, and odours, and 
ointments, and frankincense, and 
wine, and oil, and fine flour, and 
wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and 
horses, and chariots, and slaves, and 
souls of men. 

14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted 
after are departed from thee, and all 
things whion were dainty and goodly 
arc departed from thee, and thou shalt 
find them no more at all. 

15 The merchants of these things, 
which were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar off for the fear of her tor¬ 
ment, weeping and wailing, 

16 And saying, Alas, alas, ‘hat 
groat city, that was clothed in fine 
linen, and purple, and scarlet, and 
decked with gold, and preoions stones, 
and pearls! 

17 For in one hour so great riohes 
is oome to naught. And every ship¬ 
master, and all the company in ships, 
and sailors, and as many as trade Dy 
sea, stood afar off, 

18 And oriod when they saw th* 
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(moke of her burning, Baying, What I throne, flaying, Praise our God, all 


city is liko unto this great oity I 

19 And they cast dust on their 
heads, and cried, weeping and wail¬ 
ing, saying, Alas, alas, that great 
oily, wherein wore mado rich all that 
had ships in tho sea by reason of her 
oostlincsB ! for in ono hour is she made 
desolate. 

20 Rejoice over her, thon heaven, 
and ye holy apostles and prophets; 
for Ood hath avenged you on her. 

21 And a mighty angol took up a 
stone like a groat millstone, and cast 
it into tho sea, saying, Thus with 
violence shall that groat oity Babylon 
be thrown down, and shall he found 
no more at all. 

22 Anu the voice of harpers, and 
musicians, and of pipors, and trum¬ 
peters, shall be heard no moro at all 
in thee; and no craftsman, of what¬ 
soever craft ho be, shall bo found any 
more in thee; and the sound of a 
millstono shall be hoard no more at 
all in theo; 

23 And the light of a candlo shall 
shine no more at all in thee; and the 
voico of the bridegroom and of the 
bride shall he heard no more at all in 
thee; for thy merchants wero the 
great men of the earth; for by thy 
sorceries were all nations deceived. 

24 And in her was found tho blood 
of prophets, and of saints, and of all 
that were slain upon the earth. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Jf»_i in heaven — Blood of saint* avenged — 
Marriage of the Lamb—Beast and false 
prophet destroyed. 

ND aftor these things I heard a 
great voioo of much people 
in heaven, saying, Alleluia; Salva¬ 
tion, and glory, and honour, and 
power, unto the Lord our Ood ; 

2 For true and righteous arc his 
Judgments; for ho hath judged tho 
great whore, which did corrupt the 
earth with her fornicalion, and hath 
avenged the blood of his saints at her 
hand. 

3 And again they said, Alleluia. 
And hor smoke rose up for over and 
over. 

4 And tho four and twenty elders 
and the four beasts fell down and 
worshipped God that Bat on the 
throne, soying, Amen ; Alleluia. 

ft And a voice oame out of tho 


ye hifl aaints, and ye that fear him, 
both small and great. 

0 And I heard as it wero the voioe 
of a groat multitude, and as the voice 
of many waters, and as the voioe of 
mighty thundoriDgfl, flaying, Alleluia; 
for tho Lord God omnipotent reign- 

7 Lot us be glad and rejoico, and 
give honour to him; for the mar¬ 
riage of the Lamb is come, and his 
wife hath made herself ready. 

8 And to her was granted that she 
should be arrayed in fino linen, clean 
and white; for the fine linen is the 
righteousness of saints. 

9 And he saith unto me, Write, 
Blessed are they which are called 
unto tho marriage supper of the 
Lamb. And he saith unto me, These 
are the true sayings of God. 

10 And I fell at his feet to worship 
him. And he said unto me, Bee that 
thou do it not; I am thy fellow- 
servant, and of thy brethren tha> 
have the testimony of Jesus; worship 
God ; for the tefltimony of Jesus is 
the spirit of propheoy. 

11 And I saw heaven opened, and 
behold a white horse; and he that 
eat upon him is callod Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war; 

12 His eyes as a flame of fire; and 
ho had on his head many orowns; 
and a name written, that no man 
knew, bat himself. 

13 And he is olothed with a vesture 
dipped in blood; and his name is 
called Tho Word of God. 

14 And tho armies which were in 
honven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean. 

15 And out of hifl mouth prooeodeth 
tho word of God, and with it he will 
Bmite tho nations; and he will rule 
them with the word of his month ; 
and ho treadelh the wine-press in the 
fierceness aDd wrath of Almighty 
God. 

16 And ho hath on a vesture, and on 
his thigh a name written, KING OF 
KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. 

17 And I saw an angel standing in 
the sun ; and he oried with a loud 
voioe, saying to nil the fowls that fly 
in the midst of heaven, Come and 
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gather yourselves together unto the 
Buppcr of the great God ; 

13 That yo may eat the flesh of 
kijgs, and the flesh of captains, and 
the flesh of mighty men, and the flesh 
of horses, and of them that sit on 
them, and the flesh of all who fight 
against the Lamb, both bond and 
free, both small and great. 

1-9 And I saw tho beast, and the 
kings of the earth, and their armies, 
gathered together to make war 
against him that sat on the horse, 
anil against his army. 

20 And tho beast was taken, and 
with him the false prophet that 
wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had 
received the mark of the beast, and 
them that worshipped his image. 
These both were cast alive into a 
lake of fire hurning with brimstone. 

21 And tho remnant were slain 
with tho word of him that sat upon 
the horse, which word proceeded out 
of his mouth ; and all Ine fowls were 
filled with their flesh. 

CHAPTER XX- 

Satan bound for a thousand years—The first 
resurrection—Satan let loose again—Gog 
and Magog — The last and general resur¬ 
rection. 

ND I saw an angel come down 
out of heaven, having the key 
of the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. 

2 And he laid hold on tho dragon, 
that old serpent, which is tho Devil, 
and Satan, and bound him a thou¬ 
sand years, 

3 And cast him into the bottomless 
pit, and shut him up, and set a seal 
upon him, that ho should dcceivo the 
nations no more, till the thousand 
years should be fulfilled; and after 
that he must be loosed a little sea¬ 
son. 

4 And I saw thrones, and they sat 
upon them, and judgment was given 
unto them ; and I saw the souls of 
them that were bohoaded for the 
witness of Jesus, and for the word of 
God, and which had not worshipped 
tho beast, neither his imnge, neither 
had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands: and 
they lived and reigned with Christ a 
thousand years. 

5 But the rest of the dead lived no* 


again until the thousand years were 
finished. This is the first resurrec¬ 
tion. 

0 Blessed and holy are they who 
have part in the first resurrection; on 
Buch the second death hath no power, 
but they shall be priests of God and 
of Christ, and 6haU reign with him 
a thousand years. 

7 And when the thousand years are 
expired, Satan shall be loosed out of 
his prison, 

8 And shall go out to deceive the 
nations which are in the four quar¬ 
ters of the earth, Gog and Magog, to 
gather them together to battle; the 
number of whom is as the sand of 
the sea. 

9 And they went up on the breadth 
of the earth, and compassed the 
camp of the saints about, and the 
beloved city; and fire came down 
from God out of heaven, and de- 

| voured them. 

10 And the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone, where the beast and 
tho false prophet are, and shall be 
tormented day and night for ever 
and ever. 

11 And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that sat on it, from whose 
face tho earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no place 
for them. 

12 And I saw the dead, small end 
great, stand before God; and the 
books were opened; and another 
book was opened, which is the book 
of life; and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were writ¬ 
ten in the books, according to their 
works, 

13 And the sea gave up the dead 
whioh were in it; and death and 
hell delivered up the dead which 
were in them; ana they were judged 
every man according to their works. 

14 And death and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. 

15 And whosoover was not found 
writlon in tho book of life was oast 
into the lake of fire. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

A new heaven and a new earth—The New 
Jerusalem. 

ND I saw a new heaven and a 
new earth; for the first heaven 
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and the first earth were passed away; 
and thcro was no more sea. 

2 And I John saw the holy city, 
new Jerusalem, coining down from 
God out of heavon, prepared as a 
bride adorned for hor husoand. 

3 And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven saying, Behold, the taber¬ 
nacle of God is with mon, and ho 
will dwell with them, and they shall 
be bis people, and God himself shall 
he with them, and be their God. 

4 And Qod shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither sor¬ 
row, nor crying, neither Bhall thoro 
bo any more pain; for the former 
things arc passed away. 

5 And he that sat upon the throne 
said, Behold, I make all things new. 
And he said unto me, Write; for 
these words are true and faithful. 

0 And he said unto mo, It is done. 
I am Alpha and Omega, the begin¬ 
ning ana the end. I will give unto 
him that is athirst of the fountain of 
the water of life freely. 

7 He that overcometh shall inherit 
all things; and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son. 

8 But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall havo 
their part in the lake which burnoth 
with fire and brimstone; which is 
tho second death. 

9 And there came unto me one of 
the seven angels which had the seven 
vials full of the seven last plagues, 
and talked with me, saying, Como 
hither, I will show thee the bride, tho 
Lamb’s wifo. 

10 And ho carried me away in the 
Spirit to a great and high mountain, 
and showed mo that great city, the 
holy Jerusalem, descending out of 
heaven from God, 

11 Having the glory of God; and 
her light was like unto a stone most 
preaious, even like a jaspor stone, 
clear as crystal; 

12 And had a wall great and high, 
and had twelve gates, and at tho 
gates twolve angels, and names writ¬ 
ten thereon, which are tho naraos of 
the twelve tribes of the children of 
Israel; 

13 On the east three gatos; on the 
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north three gates; on tho south throe 
gates; and on the west throe gates. 

14. And the wall of the city had 
twelve foundations, and in them the 
names of the twelve apostles of the 
Lamb. 

15 And he that talked with mo had 
a golden reed to measure the city, 
and the gates thereof, and tho wall 
thereof. 

16 And the oity lieth four-square, 
and the length is as large as the 
breadth; and he measured the city 
with the reed, twelve thousand fur¬ 
longs. The longth and the breadth 
and the height of it are equal. 

17 And he measured the wall thero- 
of, a hundred and forty and four 
cubits, aooording to the measure of a 
man, that is, of the angel. 

18 And the building of the wall of 
it was of jasper; and the oity was 
pure gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And the foundations of the wall 
of tho city were garnished with all 
manner of precious stones. The first 
foundation was jasper; the seoond, 
sapphire; the third, a chalcedony ; 
the fourth, an emorald; 

20 The fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, 
Bardius; the seventh, chrysolite; the 
oighth, boryl; the ninth, a topai; 
tho tenth, a chrysoprasus; the ele¬ 
venth, a jacinth; th*. ‘welfth, an 
amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were 
twolve pearls; every sovoral gate 
was of one pearl; and the street of 
the city was pure gold, as it were 
transparent glass. 

22 And I saw no temple therein; 
for tho Lord God Almighty and the 
Lamb aro the temple of it. 

23 And tho oity had no need of the 
sun, neither of the moon, to shine in 
it; for the glory of God did lighten 
it, and the Lamb is the light thereof. 

24 And the nations of thorn which 
are saved shall walk in tho light of 
it; and the kings of the oarth do 
bring their glory and honour into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not be 
shut at all by day; for there shall 
bo no night thero, 

26 And they shall bring tho glory 
aDd honour of the nations into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter 
into it anything that defileth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination, or 
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makcth a Ho; but they which are 
written in the Lamb'B hook of life. 
CHAPTER XXII. 

The river of (he wafer of fife—The tree of 
life — The light of the city—The angel will 
not be worshipped—-Nothing mag be added 
to the word of God , nor taken therefrom . 
ND he showed me a pure river 
of water of life, clear as crystal, 
proceeding out of the throne of God 
and of the Lamb. 

2 In the midst of the street of it, and 
on either side of the river, was there 
tho tree of life, which bare twelve man¬ 
ner of fruits, and yielded her fruit 
every month ; and the leaves of the 
tree were for the healing of the na¬ 
tions. 

3 And there shall bo no more curse; 
but the throne of God and of the 
Lamb shall be in it; and his servants 
shall serve him; 

4 And they shall see his face; and 
his name shall be in their foreheads. 

5 And there shall be no night there ; 
and they need no candle, neither light 
of the sun ; for the Lord God giveth 
them light; and they shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

6 And he said unto me, These say¬ 
ings are faithful and true; and the 
Lord God of the holy prophets sent 
his angel to show unto his servants 
tho things which must shortly be 
done. 

7 Behold, I oome quickly; blessed 
is he that keopeth the sayings of the 
prophecy of this book. 

8 And I John saw these things, and 
heard them. And when I had heard 
and seen, I fell down to worship be¬ 
fore the feet of the angel which showed 
me these things. 

9 Then aaith he unto me, See that 
thou do it not; for I am thy fellow- 
servnnt, and of thy brethren the pro¬ 
phets, and of them whioh keep the 
layings of this book; worship God. 

10 And he saith unto me, Seal not 


the sayings of the prophecy of thn 
book; for the time is at hand. 

11 He that is nnjust, let him be un¬ 
just still; and he which is filthy, let 
him be filthy still; and he that is 
righteous, let him be righteous still; 
and he that is holy, let him be holy 
still. 

12 And, behoId,I come quickly; and 
my reward is with me, to give every 
man according as his work shall be. 

13 I am Alpha and Omega, the be¬ 
ginning and the end, the first and the 
last. 

14 Blessed are they that do his com¬ 
mandments, that they may have right 
to the tree of life, and may enter in 
through the gates into the city. 

15 For without are dogs, and sor- 
oerers, and whoremongers, and mur¬ 
derers, and idolaters, and whoBoever 
loveth and maketh a lie. 

Iff I Jesus have sent mine angel to 
testify unto you these things in the 
churches. I am the root and the off¬ 
spring of David, and the bright and 
morning star. 

17 And the Spirit and the bride say, 
Come. And let him that hearethsay, 
Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely. 

18 For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the words of the prophecy of 
this book, If any man shall add unto 
these things, God Bhall add unto 
him the plagues that are written in 
Lhis book; 

19 And if any man shall takeaway 
from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out 
of the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book. 

20 He which testifioth these things 
saith, Surely I come quickly ; Amen. 
Even so, oome, Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of our Lor< Jeaui 
Christ be with you all. Amen.
